^ M EN ° F TIIE TIME ’” ° f " hldl tho Twelfth Edition is lieic 
picscntod to tlio public, is now so well known that it is 
not nccossuy to givo any long doscnption of its scope and object. 
Those aio defined on the title page. Tho Book is a concise 
Biogi ipliicftl Dictionaiy of eminent poisons of both sc\es now 
living in tho woild, and tho Editoi’s object has been to give such 
in mtcipictxtion to tho woul " eminent ” as to include just those 
names about -which Ins icadois would bo most likely to desne 
infoimation. Ho lias ol coiuse adopted cMoiont standaids with 
lcgaid to foioign countncs and to oui own, In tlie foimor case, 
ho has of necossity confined himself to poisons of woild-wide 
loputation . to gicat ltulcis and Statosmon, to gloat Gonoials, and 
to tho Wilt us, Aitists, 01 Invcntois, about whom cunosity is 
likcl} to bo felt in England. He lias included Bismaick and 
Mommson, Henan and Do Ficjcinet, Castclai and Do Gicis, but 
with the multitude of poisons who aio eminent only to then own 
countijmon he lias felt that ho has had nothing to do With 
logaul, liowcvci, to the English-speaking races tho standaid has 
been diffident, and the Editoi’s dosuo lias boon to include G'voiy 
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ono who can fairly bo called noteworthy, officially or by performance. 
His object lias been to give authentic biographies of all the bc&t 
known Politicians and Heads of Stato Departments, Soldiers and 
Sailors, Authors and Actors, Lawyers, Artists, Mon of Science, 
Inventors, and to preserve, as far as jios&iblc, in these biographies, 
the laws of proportion. 

No one knows better than the Editor that it is one thing to 
plan such a book and quite another to perform it. The light¬ 
hearted critic will probably say, as he lias often said before, that 
there arc omissions on this side and on Unit, and will ask why 
Mr. X. is excluded while Lord Z. finds a place. In answer, it 
may be urged that the Editor of a volume liko this has several 
difficulties to contend with, of which the jirincipul arc : (1) The 
inevitable difference of opinion which must exist, even among good 
judges, as to who should bo included ; (2) The extremes of human 
conceit and human modesty. Could the Editor publish his 
experience with regard to the communications that he has 
received from the difforont subjects of these biographies, he would 
certainly produce a volumo no less instructive than amusing, Jt 
would then be seen how curiously self-confident are some men— 
he had almost said, some entire professions—and liow curiously 
modest arc some others. Nothing has boon commoner than for him 
to receive volunteer biographies, many columns long, of persons 
who have no claim to be known beyond the circle of then* private 
acquaintance; while, on the other hand, many men who have 
written works of real learning or of brilliant imagination, or who, 
as editors of newspapers, have wielded the power of statesmen, 
have not only declined to supply their own biographies, but have 
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positively begged the Editor to omit their names. Modesty and 
negligence on the part of the persons concerned, in fact, account 
for a very largo number of *\vhat might seem to be causeless 
omissions. It is a fact that whereas no less than six hundred 
new applications were made to persons whom the Editor wished 
to include in the present volume, not more than three hundred 
answers were received. With regard to the rest, the Editor has 
had to do what he could; and in many cases it is simply 
impossible to find out the facts of a maids life except from 
himself. 

These considerations arc offered the critics, to whom, at the 
same time, the Editor wishes to express his sincere obligations. 
When tho last Edition appearod various lists were published in 
oue roviow or another of names which might have been included, 
and these lists have boon carefully studied with a view to the 
improvement of the hook. The Editor confidently believes that 
this Edition is thus as greatly in advance of its immediate pre¬ 
decessor as that was in advance of the earlier issues. 

It should bo remarked that in a hook of tills kind tho ordinary 
courso of human affairs brings about changes every day, and con¬ 
sequently there arc already some columns of the work that have 
become obsolete. Tho printing and correction of a thousand 
double-column pages is not an affair of a day or of ft week; and 
while this has boon proceeding scvoral persons who were included 
in tho earlier portion of tho book have been removed by death, 
while the status of others has boon changod. It is only necessary 
to mention as instances of the former tho names of Mr. Charles 
Francis Adams, of President Arthur, and of Serjeant Ballantmc, 
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iind as instances of tlic latter, those of Lord Randolph Churchill 
and Mr. Gosclxcn. 

Tho book includes the usual “ Key to Assumed Names u and 
“Necrology.” In the latter, all the names of persons deceased 
between tho issue of tho last and that of tho present edition have 
been included.

MEN OF THE TIME 


AAEIFI PASHA (hia Exoellenoy), 

was born at Constantinople in 1830, 
being the son of Shekib Pasha, a 
distinguished diplomatist. At the 
age of fifteen he was employed as 
ft supernumerary in the offices of 
tlio Divan, and in 1817 he accom¬ 
panied his father on a mission to 
Home. Subsequently ho wont with 
liis father to the Embassy at Vi¬ 
enna, where he resided for two 
years. On liis return to Constanti¬ 
nople he applied himself assiduously 
to tho study of languages; and he 
was employed in various capacities 
in tho ministry of Foreign Affairs. 
Some years later ho accompanied 
Aali-Ptiaha to Vienna as First Sec¬ 
retary, and a year afterwards he 
went to discharge the same duty at 
Paris. His knowledge of the French 
language led to his appointment 
as First '3'ranslator at Paris to the 
Sublime Porte, and afterwards as 
First Interpreter to the Divan, 
Tho lattor office he held till 1872. 
Subsequently to that date he occu¬ 
pied soveral important posts in 
Turkey, being successively Under¬ 
secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs and Surveyor of Ordnance, 
President of the ExecutiveChainber 
of Justice, and President of tho 
Civil Chamber of tho Court of Cas¬ 
sation. He next resumed his di¬ 
plomatic career as Ambassador at 
Vienna; and in 1873 ho returned 
to the office of First Interpreter to i 


tin* Divan, and held it for about a 
twelvemonth. In 187 i Aarifi Pasha 
was nominated Minister of Public 
Instruction; three months later, 
Minister of Jus tiro, and then, again, 
Ambassador at Vienna. On tho 
establishment of the new Ottoman 
Constitution he was appointed 
President of tho Senate, and soon 
afterwards received tho portfolio of 
Foreign Affairs, lie wns accredited 
Ambassador of tho Sublime Porto 
at Paris TSTov. 5,1877, in succession 
to Khalil Sheriff Pasha. On July 
28,1879, the Sultan issued a decree 
abolishing tho post of Grand Vizier 
and appointing Aarifi Pasha Prime 
Minister, with Safvet Pasha as 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. The 
new ministry, however, had but a 
very brief tenure of office. 

ABBOTT, The Bev, Edwin Ab¬ 
bott, D.D., born in London in 1838, 
wns educated at St. John’s College, 
Cambridge, of which ho became a 
Fellow, (B.A. 7tli Senior Ojitime, 
and Sonior in tho Classical Tripos, 
1801; M.A. 18G4.) He was Assist¬ 
ant Master in King Edward’s 
School, Birmingham, from 1802 to 
1861, and subsecpiontly at Clifton 
College till 1803, when he was ap¬ 
pointed Head Mnstor of the City 
of London School. This school was 
at that time quartered in Milk 
Street, Cheapside; it now possesses 
sumptuous new buildings on the 
Embankment at Blackfriars, and

ABERDARE (Loid), The Right 
Hon Henry Austin Biuce, is tho 
second son of the late Mr John 
Biuce Piyco, of Hulliyn St Nicho¬ 
las, Glnniorganshuo, who assumed 
tho namo oi Biuce lit lieu of lub 
pationymio Knight, in 1805, and 
the name of Piyco in 1837 He was 
bom at Duffiyn on April lb, 1815 
At the age of bix yeais he was 
taken by Ins family to Fiance, 
whore he remained till 1827 Ke- 
Immng to England m that year 
lie began lus legulai studies at tho 
Swansea Gi annual School, and con¬ 
tinued at that establishment till 
1882, when ho was removed to 
London, wlioie he lead for two 
ypnrs m the chambeis of Ins uncle, 
tho late Loi d J ustico Kxup ht Bruce. 
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He was called to the bar at Lin¬ 
coln's Inn in 18157, but after pi»ac- 
tising for about bix years, he 
withdrew his name altogether in 
1848 from the ranks of tho pro¬ 
fession. He was Police-Magistrate 
of Mcrtliyr-Tycivil and A berdaro. 
Glam organ hlii re, from 1817 till 
1852, when he entered the House of 
Commons as member for Merthyr- 
Tydvil. That borough he repre¬ 
sented in tho Liberal interest till 
tho general olection of December, 
18G8, when ho lost his seat 5 but in 
tho following month ho was re¬ 
turned for B enl’rewshire. Mr. Bruce 
was TJndcr-Sccrctary of State for 
the Homo Department from Nov. 
1802, to April, lSGlj and Vieo- 
Presiclent of the Committee of 
Council on Education from the 
latter date to July, 18GG. He was 
albo in ISO I appointed a Cliaiiiy 
Commissioner for England and 
Wales, and sworn a member of the 
Privy Council. Prom Nov. 18(55, to 
Aug. I860, lie held llie pobt of 
second Church Estntcs Commis¬ 
sioner. On the formation of Mr. 
Gladstone's cabinet, in Dec. 1808, 
ho took office as Secretary of Stnto 
for the Homo Department, and tho 
following year he was appointed 
an Ecclesiastical Commissioner. Tn 
Ang. 1878, he was raised to the 
peerage hy the title of Lord Aber- 
dare, in order to enable him to 
hold the high post of Lord Presi¬ 
dent of tho Council, in the place 
of Lord I&ipou, resigned. However, 
lie was only destined to retain that 
exalted position a vory short time, 
as he of course went out of office 
on the defeat of the Liberal party 
in Feb. 1871. He presided over the 
meeting of the Social Science Asso¬ 
ciation held at Brighton in 1875, 
and has also boon President of the 
Geographical Society. Lord Abor- 
doro edited the ** Life of General 
Sir Wm, Napier, K.C.B., author 
of r History of the Peninsular 
Will*/" 2 vols., 18015 and has 
published “ National Education; 
an Address delivered to the Na¬ 


tional Association for the Pro¬ 
motion of Social Science," 18GG ; 
and his " Speech on the Second 
Bending of the Education of the 
Poor Bill," 1807. Lie lias been 
twice married; firstly, in 181(5, to 
Annnbella, daughter of Mr. Iticlinrd 
Ben don (she died in 1852) ; and, 
secondly, in 1851, to Nor ah, daugh¬ 
ter of the lafce Lionleimnt-Genornl 
Sir William P. Napier, K.C.B. Jlis 
son and heir is Mr. Ilenry Camp- 
bell-Bruce, who was born in 1851. 

ABERDEEN, Tho Eight Hon. John 
Campbell Hamilton GordoUj Seventh 
Earl of, horn August 8,1847, is tho 
son of the Earl oi Aberdeen who 
was Prime Minister in 1851, and 
was educated nt College Hall, in 
connection with tin* University of 
St. Andrews, and at University 
College, Oxford, where he gradu¬ 
ated Si. A. in 1871. He succeeded 
to tho title on tho death of liis 
brother Jan. 27,2870. He entered 
the House of Lords as a Conserva¬ 
tive, but in tho session of 1870 ho 
disagreed with some of tho princi¬ 
pal measures of his Party, and in 
1878 when the Earls of Derby and 
Camai’von resigned their offices, 
Lord Aberdeen heartily supported 
the views of those statesmen. In 
the debate on the Afghan war he 
voted against the government of 
Lord Beaconsfleld. In 1877—78 
he was a member of the Committee 
of the House ol‘ Lords on Intempe¬ 
rance, and both beforo and sinco 
he has taken great interest in tho 
Temporance cause.

ACLAND, Su Thomas Dyke, Bait, 
MA,DCL,PRb, is the eldest 
son of the 1 ite Sn Thom is Dyke 
Aclaud, tenth Baionct, and was 
bom at Killciton, Devon, May 
23, 1809 Ho was educated at 
Ilaiiow and at Chust Chuieh, 
Oxford, whore under tho tutorship 
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of Thomas Vowlor Short, after¬ 
wards Bishop of St. Asaph, he 
gained n double 1st class. At Christ 
Church his principal friends were 
Mr. Gladstone., Sir Francis Doyle, 
the present Lord Blochford, the Into 
Philip Pusey, and the late Lord 
Elgin, and ho also enjoyed the 
friendship of Frederick Denison 
Maurice, then at Exeter College. 
In 1887* while reading Law, lie 
wi\s invited to stand as a Con¬ 
servative for West Somerset, and 
on being elected retained the 
seat for ten yenrs $ in these first 
years lie was ohielly occupied in 
questions connected with the 
Church of England and Education, 
particularly in carrying out the 
plan of Diocesan Training Colleges 
for Teachers, originated hy the 
late Gilbert Mathison. After the 
General Election of 1811, when Sir 
Robert Peel began his rolorm of 
Tariffs, Sir Thomas became much 
interested in the question of Free 
Trndo and Protection ; lio steadily 
refused to join the Protectionist 
Organisation, and when the eribis 
of 1810 arrived, had no hesitation 
in supporting the Repeal of the 
Corn Laws, at the same time resign¬ 
ing his seat for West Somerset, lie 
thon applied himself diligently to 
the study of Agriculture, and 
laboured to expand the Bath and 
West of England Society by es¬ 
tablishing their Journal, which he 
personally conducted for seven 
years, at the same timo retaining 
his interest in general education, 
and being largely instrumental in 
establishing the &ystem of Local 
Examinations, Tu 1850 ho was 
invitod by the Moderate Liberals 
of Birmingham to stand against 
Mr. Bright, but his candidature 
was unsuccessful. In the same 
year lie began to tako an active 
part in the Volunteer movement, 
establishing in a short time five 
corps in Devonshire alone. In 
1803 he entered Parliament for the 
second time as a decided Liberal 
and a follower of Mr. Gladstone ; 


ho continued to represent North 
Devon until 1883, when ho was 
returned for West Somerset. In 
1880 lie again stood /is a Gladsto- 
nittu Liberal, but was defeated by 
Mr. Charles Elton, Q.C. (Conserva¬ 
tive). Sir Thomas has two bons 
in Pai Jiamout, C. T. Dyke Acland, 
Liberal member ior North-east 
Cornwall, who was Political Secre¬ 
tary to the Board of Trade in 1885, 
and Arthur H. Dyke Acland, (for¬ 
merly Steward of Christ Church, 
Oxford), Liberal member for the 
Rotherham Division of Yorkshire. 
The latter is well known for his 
exertions on 110111111’ of tlio Co-ope- 
rativo movement. 

ACTON (Lord), The Right Hon. 
John Emerioh Edward Dalberg 
Acton, son of Sir Ferdinand 
Richard Edward Aeton, Hart., 
oi Aldenhum, Shropsliiie, by the 
only daughter of the Duke of Dal- 
berg (afterwards wife of the second 
Lord < x ranvi lie), was 1 >oi n at Naples, 
in 1881, and when about throo 
years of ago succeeded to the baro¬ 
netcy on the death of liis father. 
For a few years he was a student 
in tlio Catholic College of St. 
Mary’s Oscott, at the timo when 
Dr. (nfturwords Cardinal)Wiseman 
was at the head ol’ that institution; 
but his education wus mainly due 
to the renowned ecclesiastical his¬ 
torian, Dr. Dellinger, of Munich, 
with Avliom ho lived for a consider¬ 
able time. Sir John Acton repre¬ 
sented Cai*low in the House of 
Commons from 1830 to 1803. In 
the latter year he Blood an a candi¬ 
date for the borough of Bridgnorth, 
when he announced in a Bpoucli 
delivered to the olectois, that ho 
represented, not the body, hut the 
spirit, of tlio Catholic Church, lie 
was successful at tlio poll by a 
nuijority of one, but, on a Scrutiny, 
was unbeatod. In 1800, on the 
recommendation of Mr. Gladstone,, 
lie was created a peer of the United 
Kingdom by tlio title of Baron 
Acton of Aldenlmm. In the snmo 
year lie repaired to Romo,, on the 
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assembling of the (Ecumenical 
Council, ancl while there rendered 
himself conspicuous by his hostility 
to the definition of the doctrine of 
Papal Infallibility and by the ac¬ 
tivity and secrosy with which he 
rallied, combined, and urged on 
those who appeared to be favourable 
to the views entertained by Dr. 
Dellinger. It is beKcvod that ho 
was in relation with the Allgememe 
Zeitung , and that much of the 
nows published by that journal on 
the subject of the Council was 
communicated by his lordship. 
Lord Acton nmy be regarded fts 
the leader of the “ Liberal Catho¬ 
lics,” who arc more or less out 
of nocord with the traditions of 
the Holy See. Tie was the editor 
of the I Foma and Foreign Review , a 
trimestral periodical, commenced 
in 1882, and carried on till 18G4, 
when it ceased to appear, having 
been condemned by the English 
Catholic hierarchy. At a later 
dato ho edited the Chronicle, a 
weekly newspaper, which had a 
brief existence, for want of adequate 
support; and still more recently ho 
conducted tho North British Review, 
formerly an organ of tho Congre- 
gationalists, which expired under 
his management. Ilia lordship 
also published, in September, 1870, 
“A Letter to a German Bishop 
present at tho Vatican Council” 
(Semlschreiben an einen JDeittschen 
JJischof dee Vaticanischcn Qoncih, 
Nordlingcn, September, 1870). 
This elicited from Bishop Kettelcr, 
of MayeueCj a spirited reply, which 
has been translated into English. 
His lordship zealously advocated 
the cause of Dr. Dellinger, liis 
former preceptor, and of the w Old 
Catholic" party; and, conse¬ 
quently, upon the oocasiou of the 
Jubilee of tlio University of 
Munich, in August, 1872, tho 
Philosophical Daoulty conferred 
upon him tho honorary degree of 
Doctor. In 1874 ho rendered him¬ 
self conspicuous by tho prominent 
part he took fn the controversy 


which was raised by tho publication 
of Mr. Gladstone's pamphlet on 
the Vatican Decrees. His lordship 
did not hesitate, in a series of 
letters to the Tunes, to bring 
grave charges against several of 
the Popes, although he took care 
to slate that there was nothing in 
life which he valued moro than 
communion with tho Homan Catho¬ 
lic Church. Lord Acton is the 
author of the article on “TVolscy 
and the Divorce of Henry VIII," 
in tlio Quarterly Review for Jan. 
1877 . A Erencli translation of 
Lord Acton's two letters on Liberty 
was published with a preface by 
M. do Lavclcyo, under the title of 
£f Histoiro do la Libertc dans l’An- 
tiquitii ct lo Chriatianisino,” 1878. 
Lord Acton enjoys a European 
reputation for wide and solid 
learning. 

ADAMS, Charles FranoiB, LL.D., 
grandson of John Adams, second 
President, and son of John Quincy 
Adams, sixth President of thu 
United States, was horn at Boston, 
August 18,1807. His father lidd¬ 
ing diplomatic positions in Europe, 
he spent most of liis first ten years 
abroad, returning to America in 
1817, when he entered Harvard Col¬ 
lege, graduating in 1825. Ho was 
admitted to the bar in 1838, but 
never engagod in practice, having 
previously married the daughter of 
Peter C. Brooks, ft wealthy mer¬ 
chant of B os ton. Previous to 1818 
he had Bervod as a member of tho 
Massachusetts Legislature for five 
years. 3 n 1848 he was nominated 
by the newly organized Dree 
Soil” party for the Vice-Presi¬ 
dency of tho United States. This 
party, composed mainly of Demo¬ 
crats who wore opposed to the ex¬ 
tension of slavery, cast hut few 
votes; but its members finally 
coalescing with most of the North¬ 
ern members of the Whig party 
formed tlio Republican party, 
which came into power in 18G0. 
Meanwhile, in 1858, Mr. Adams 
was (dwtect a member of Congress,

In 1801 he was appointed hy Presi¬ 
dent Lincoln Minister to Great 
Britain, a post which ho retained 
until 1808, when he was recalled at 
his own request, hi 1871—72 he 
acted as arbitrator for the United 
States in the Commission to settle 
the respective claims of Great 
Britain and the United States 
growing out of the civil war. He 
was one of the originators of the 
* f Liberal Republican** movement 
in L872, bub was defeated by Mr. 
Greeley in securing the presiden¬ 
tial nomination. Ho subseq uuutly 
joined tho Democratic party, by 
whom he was nominated for Gover¬ 
nor of Massachusetts in 1870. He 
has furnished many contributions 
to the North American Review and 
to the Christian Examiner , and in 
1870 delivered* before the New York 
Historical Society an able discourse 
ou "American Neutrality/* which 
has been printed. lie has pub 
Bulled "The Life and Works of 
John Adams** (10 vols., 1830—5G), 
nnd " Tho Life and Works of John 
Quinoy Adams** (13 vols., 1871 — 
70). Ilia son, John Quincy Adams, 
hoi'ii in Boston, Sept. 22, 1833, 
graduated at Harvard College in 
1833, and was admitted to the bar 
in 1853, In 1800 he was elected to 
tho State Legislature as a Republi¬ 
can, but having favoured the ' * re¬ 
construction ** policy of President 
Andrew Johnson, failed of re-elec¬ 
tion in tho following year. He has 
since been a prominent leader in 
tlio Democratic party, hy which he 
was sent to the Massachusetts 
Legislature in 1800—70, and nomi¬ 
nated for Governor in 1807 and 
1871 , but he was not eleotod. 
Another son, Charles Francis 
Adams, jun,, born at Boston, May 
27, 1833, graduated at Harvard 
College in 1856, and was admitted 
to the bar in 1838. During the 
Civil War ho was in command of a 
regiment of coloured troops, and 
was brevetted Brigadier-General. 
He lias since been identified with 
railroad development, has soxwed as 


Railroad Commissioner of Massa¬ 
chusetts, and since June, 1884, has 
been President of tho Union Pacific 
Railway Co. Ho has been a con¬ 
tributor to the North Arnet ican 
Review , and is the author of " The 
Railroad Problem,** 1875 ; “Rail¬ 
roads, their Origin and Problems/* 
1878; " Notes on Railroad Acci¬ 
dents/* 1879; “ A College Fetich/* 
1883 ; and, with liis brother Henry, 
of "Chapters of Erie/* 1871. 

ADAMS, Charles Kendall, LL.D., 
born at Derby, Vermont, Jan. 21-, 
1833. A. B. (Univ. of Mioliigan), 
1801. He was appointed Assistant 
Professor of History at the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan in 1803, beeom- 
: ing full Professor in 1808. In 
1881 ho was made Non-Resident 
Professor of History at Cornell 
University, where, in July, J885, 
ho succeeded to the Presidency on 
tho resignation of President While. 
While at the former university lie 
reorganized the methods of instruc¬ 
tion in history substantially in 
accordance with tho German 
system, and in I860—70 founded 
an historical seminary, which was 
very efficient in promoting the 
study of history and political 
science. He was also made Dean 
of tho School of Political Science 
on its establishment at the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan. He has pub¬ 
lished tr Domooraoy and Monarchy 
in Franco/* 187 J s Manual of 
Historical Literature/* 1882; 
besides a number of pamphlets 
n nd papers ou historical and educa¬ 
tional subjects. 

ADAMS, Pranois Ottiwell, O.B., 
British Minister at Berne, is an 
M.A., of Trinity College, Caul* 
bridge, and graduated in Honours 
in Mathematics and Classics in 
18*18. He was called to the bar at 
Lincoln’s. Inn, May 3, 1862, and 
was appointed Attache at Stock¬ 
holm in Feb. 1851. After serving 
at St. Petersburg nnd Paris he was 
transferred to Washington as Se¬ 
cond Secretary in 1801, and acted 
as Chargd d*Affaires at Paris during 
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July and August 1867. The next 
year he was promoted to be Secre¬ 
tary of Legation in Japan, and 
took charge of the Austrio-JLTun- 
garian interests at Yedo during 
the absence of the Austrian Mi¬ 
nister in 1872. Ho then returned 
to Berlin as Secretary of Embassy ; 
was accredited Minister Plenipo¬ 
tentiary at Paris at various inter¬ 
vals from 1875 to 1881. Mr. Adams 
was first British Delegate to the 
Postal Congress held at Paris in 
J878. lie was made a C.B. in 
1878 j was appointed a Minister 
Plenipotentiary in the Diplomatic 
Service, Oct. 10, 1879} and pro¬ 
moted to be Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary at 
Berne, July 8, 1881. 

ADAMS, John Couch, M.A., 
F.R.S., &c., was born on June 5, 
1819, at Liclcot, near Launceston, 
Cornwall, and was educated first 
at the village school and after¬ 
wards at Devonport, where ho 
showed a great aptitude for ma¬ 
thematics and astronomy. In Oc¬ 
tober 1889, he entered at St. John's 
College, Cambridge, and m the 
Mathematical Tripos of 1813 ob¬ 
tained the position of Senior 
Wrangler. He was soon after 
elected to a Fellowship, and be¬ 
came one of the Mathematical 
Tutors of liis College. The first 
groat service rendered to astro¬ 
nomy by Mr. Adams was the dis¬ 
covery of the planet Neptune. His 
attention was first called to the 
existence of unexplained disturb¬ 
ances in the motion of the planet 
Uranus by reading Mr, Airy's valu¬ 
able Report on the recent progress 
of Astronomy, which appeared in 
the 1 &t vol, of the Keporls of the 
British Association. According to 
a memorandum dated early in July 
1811, lio had then formed a design 
of investigating, as soon as possi¬ 
ble after taking his degree, ‘‘the 
irregularities in the motion of Ura¬ 
nus which are yot unaccounted for, 
in order to find whether they may 
be attributed to the action of an 


undiscovered planet beyond it, and, 
if possible, thence to determine the 
elements of its orbit, which would 
probably lead to its discovery." 
Accordingly in 1813 lie began his 
investigations and calculations, and 
in September, 1815, communicated 
to Professor ClialliB the values 
which he had obtained for the 
mass, holiocentric longitude, and 
elements of the orbit of the as¬ 
sumed planot, The same results, 
slightly corrected, he communi¬ 
cated, before the middle of the fol¬ 
lowing month, to tho Astronomer 
Royal. These communications were 
made in tho hope that a search for 
the planet would have been made, 
either at Cambridge or Greenwich, 
but unfortunately this was not 
done, in consequence of the pres¬ 
sure of other work. On Nov. 10, 
1845, M. Le Vender presented to 
the French Academy of Sciences a 
very elaborate investigation of the 
perturbations of Uranus produced 
by Jupiter and Saturn, in which 
he pointed out several small inequa¬ 
lities which had previously been 
neglected. After taking these into 
account and correcting the ele¬ 
ments of the orbit, he still found 
that the theory was quite incapable 
of explaining the observed irregu¬ 
larities in the motion of Uranus. 
On June 1, 1818, M, Le Yerrier 
presented a Second Memoir on the 
Thorny of Uranus to the French 
Academy, in which he concludes 
that tho discordances between the 
observations of Uranus and the 
theory oro due to the action of a 
disturbing planet exterior to Ura¬ 
nus. The place assigned by M. Lo 
Yerrier to the disturbing planet 
was the same, within one deg’roo, 
as that given by Mr. Adams' cal¬ 
culations, which had been commu¬ 
nicated to the Astronomer Royal 
seven months before. This coinci¬ 
dence left no doubt in Mr. Airy's 
mind of the reality and general 
exactness of the prediction of the 
planet’s place, and a search was 
immediately undertaken by Prof. 
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Challis oi' the Cambridge Observa¬ 
tory. Tlio star map oi* tlio Berlin 
Academy for hour xxi. of Right 
A Reansi on had lately been pub¬ 
lished,, but the English astronomers 
were not aware oi its existence. 
By the help of this map the search 
would have been extremely easy 
and rapid, as the observations could 
have been compared with the map 
fta fast as they were made. On the 
2nd Sept., IB hi, Mr. Adams ad¬ 
dressed a letter to tlio Astronomer 
Royal, in which he communicated 
the results of a now solution of the 
problem. The result of this change 
was to produce a better agreement 
between tlio theory and the later 
observations, and to give a smaller 
and therefore amore probable value 
of the eccentricity. Meanwhile, on 
the 31st Aug., 3810, M. Le Vomer 
communicated to the French Aca¬ 
demy his second paper on the place 
of the disturbing planet, which, 
however, did noL reach this country 
till the third or fourth week in Sep¬ 
tember. In this paper, which is a 
very elaborate one, the author ob¬ 
tains elements of the orbit of the 
disturbing planet, very similar to 
those found in Mr. Adams’ second 
solution, and ho also attempts to 
assign limits of distance and longi¬ 
tude within which the planet must 
bo found. M. Lo Vomer commu¬ 
nicated his principal conclusions to 
Dr, dalle of tho Berlin Observa¬ 
tory on Sei>t. 23, and guided by 
them, and comparing his observa¬ 
tions with tho Berlin star map, that 
astronomer found the planet on the 
same evening. The history of both 
tho French and English observa¬ 
tions was published, and although 
tho publication of two different in¬ 
vestigations which had been car¬ 
ried on nearly simultaneously 
seemed lilcoly at first to give rise 
to controversy respecting priority, 
yet this danger soon passed away, 
as it was evident that tho facts of 
the case could not he disputed. It 
was clear that tho two researches 
had been carried on quite inde¬ 


pendently, therefore tho honour 
paid to one of tho investigators 
could not detract from that due to 
the other. Soon after the discovery 
of Neptune, several members of St. 
John's College, of which Mr. Adams 
was then a Fellow, raised a fund, 
which was offered to the University 
and accoptcd by grace of the senate, 
for the purpose of iounding a prize 
to he called ** Tho Adams Prize,” 
and to be awarded every two years 
to tho author of tho best essay on 
some subject of Pure Mathematics, 
Astronomy, or other branch of Na¬ 
tural Philosophy, Jn February, 
1851, Mr. Adams was elected Pre¬ 
sident of tho Royal Astronomical 
Society, an office which ho held for 
tlio usual period of two years. In 
May, 1852, Mr. Adams communi¬ 
cated to tho Royal Astronomical 
Society new tables of the moon’s 
parallax, to be substituted for those 
of Ihirekhardt. In the Philosophi¬ 
cal Transactions for 1853 there is 
an important paper by Mr. Adams 
ff On tlio Secular Variation of tlio 
Moon’s Moan Motion.” As Mr. 
Adams had not taken Holy Orders, 
hia Fellowship at St. John’s expired 
in 1852, but lie continued to reside 
in the college until the following 
year, when lio was elected to a Fel¬ 
lowship at Pembroke College. Tu 
the autumn of 1858 he obtained tho 
Professorship of Mathematics in 
the University of St. Andrew’s, and 
ho resided there and taught tho 
classes until the end of the session 
in May, 1859, although ill Lho mean¬ 
time he had been appointed to tho 
Down dean Professorship of Astro¬ 
nomy and Geometry in tho Uni¬ 
versity of Cambridge, in the room 
of the late Professor Peacock, which 
office lie still holds. For some years 
after tho appearance of Mr. Adams’ 
paper outlie Lunar Acceleration in 
1853, no other investigation ap¬ 
pears to have turned his attention 
to the subject, but in 1859, M. De¬ 
launay, who had invented a now 
and beautiful method of treating 
the lunar theory, iouud by moanej 
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ol it a lcault entnofy continuing 
that given neaily six ycais boioic

ADAMS-AQTON, John, sculptor^ 
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Lorn Deo. 11,1833, at Aoton, Mid¬ 
dlesex, and educated at Ealing 
Grove Scliool, was admitted to the 
Royal Academy in 1853, where he 
gained the first silver medal in each 
school, and also the gold medal for 
an original composition in sculp¬ 
ture. He was sent to Romo by tho 
Royal Academy as travelling stu¬ 
dent. His principal works in ideal 
sculpture produced in Rome and 
in England are *' The Lady of tho 
Lake," n The First Sacrifice" 
(Abel), “ II Giuocatore di Castcl- 
letto," " Pharaoh's Daughter/' 
if Zenobia/' “ Cupid/' rr Psyche/' 
from Morris's " Earthly Paradise." 
Mr, Adams-Aoton has executed 
portrait statues or busts of Mr. 
Gladstone (St, George's Hall, 
Liverpool), Lord Brougham (Re¬ 
form Club and Fishmongers’ Ilall), 
Mr. Bright (Seaforth Hall), Mr. 
Cobden, Sir Wilfrid Lawson, 
George Cruikslionk, John Gibson 
(Royal Academy), George Moore, 
Charles Dickens, Dr. Jobson, and 
John Prescott Knight, R.A.; also 
tho following statues and busts for 
India:—Prince of Wales, Lord 
Napier of Magdala, and E. Powell 
(for Madras). Tho most important 
monuments executed by him are 
the Angel of tho Resurrection, 
Mausoleum of Sir Titus Salt at 
Saltaire, Memorial to John and 
Charles Wesley in Westminster 
Abbey, the Waldegrave Memorial 
in Carlisle Cathedral, Charles 
Brest in the City Road Chapel, a 
bust of Mr. George Routledge, J.P., 
and a u half-length portrait, read¬ 
ing a book," of Mr. John Landseer, 
A.R.A. Mr. Adams-Acton was 
elected a member of the Society of 
British Artists in 1883. 

ABLER, Felix, Ph.D., was born 
at Algor, Germany, August 13, 
1851. He went to America when 
young, and graduated at Columbia 
College (N.Y.), in 1870, and at 
Heidelberg in 1878. Ho was Pro¬ 
fessor of Oriental Languages and 
Literature at Cornell University 
from 1874 to 187& and since then 


has been Lecturer of the Ethical 
Society of New York, a congrega¬ 
tion of f roo-religioniats. His prin¬ 
cipal work is “ Creed and Deed," 
1877. 

ADLER, Nathan Marcus, D.D., 
Chief Rabbi, was born at Hanover 
in 1803, and received his education 
in the universities of Gottingen, 
Erlangen, and Wurzburg. Ho was 
appointed Chief Rabbi of Oldon- 
borg, 1820 j of Hanover and its 
provincoB, 1830 ; and on the 9th of 
July, 1845, was installed Chief 
Rabbi of the United Congregations 
of the British Empire. Dr. Adler 
is the author of <f Sermons on the 
Jewish Faith/' and of several 
Hebrew works, tho principal of 
which 1 b " Nothin a Lager," a corn- 
commentary on the Targuni of 
Onkclos. 

ADLER, The Rev. Hermann, 
Pli.D., M.A., son of Dr. Nathan 
Marcus Adler, was born in Hanover 
in 1830, and in 1815 accompanied 
Ids father to London. lie studied 
at University College, London, and 
subsequently at tho universities of 
Prague and Leipzig. Ho obtained 
his B. A. degreo at the University 
of London in 1859, and thab of 
Doctor of Philosophy at Loipzig in 
18G1. In 18G3 Dr. Adler was ap¬ 
pointed Principal of the Jews' Col¬ 
lege in London, and in tho follow¬ 
ing year Chief Minister of tho 
Bayswater Synagogue. When the 
health of liis father, tho Chi of 
Rabbi, begivn to fail in 1870, ho 
was appointed his coadjutor, with 
the title of Delegate Chief Rabbi. 
Ho is the joint author of "A 
Jewish Reply to Dr. Colenso's 
Criticism on tho Pentateuch,” 1805. 
Ho has published M Sermons on tho 
Passages in tho Bible adduced by 
Christian Theologians in support 
of their faith," 1809; “ Tho Jews 
m England," ff Ibn Gabirol tho 
Poet Philosopher," (( Tho Purpose 
and Methods of Charitable Relief,” 
"Hebrew, the Language of our 
Prayers," "Is Judaism a Missionary 
Faith?" in reply to Professor 
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Max Mftller, &o. Dr. Adler has 
also published many lectures and 
articles which have appearod in 
various periodicals, more especially 
in the Nineteenth Centui'y , in which 
review lie conducted a vigorous 
polemic against Professor Goldwin 
Smith on the subject of Jews as 
Citizens. In his article (< Recent 
Phases of Judmophobia,” in 1881, 
ho drew public attention to the 
persecutions of the Jews in Russia, 
He was appointed a Member of the 
Mansion House Committee consti¬ 
tuted for their relief, and izi this 
capacity attended, in conjunction 
with Sir Julian Goldsmid, the 
Berlin Conference of representa¬ 
tives of the principal European 
Hebrew Congregations, and in 
1883 visited the colonies founded 
by Russian refugees in the Holy 
Land. In 1867 he married Rachel, 
eldest daughter of tho late S. 
Joseph, 

ADOLPH WILLIAM. See Nas¬ 
sau, Duke of. 

ADYE, Lieutenant-General Sir 
John Miller, G.C.B., son of the 
late Major JameB P. Adye, R.A., 
was bom on Nov. 1,1819, at Seven- 
oaks, Kent, received his education 
at the Military Academy, Woolwich, 
entered the Royal Artillery at the 
close of tho year 1836, and, passing 
through the regular grades, eventu¬ 
ally attained the rank of Brigadier- 
General. Throughout the Crimean 
War and the Indian Mutiny he was 
Adjutant-General of the Royal 
Artillery. Ho also served in the 
Sitana Campaign of 186.3—1, for 
which he received a modal j and he 
has received, besides, tho Crimean, 
Turkish, and Indian Mutiny medals, 
and the 4th Class of tho Medjidi. 
He was created a C,B, in 1835, and 
a K.C.B. in 1873. In Fob., 1871, 
the Queen granted to Sir J, M, Adye 
her royal licence and authority to 
accept and wear the insignia of 
Commander of the Order of the 
Legion of Honour conferred upon 
him by the President of the French 
Republic as a promotion from the 


class of Officor of the same order 
which he received for his services 
during the Crimean War. He was 
Director of Artillery from 1870 to 
1875, and was appointed Governor 
of tlio Royal Military Academy at 
Woolwich, in July, 1875, and in 
December of that year he attained 
the rank of Major-General, He 
became a Lieutenant-General in the 
army in 1879. In 1880 he resigned 
the post of Governor of the Royal 
Military Academy at Woolwich, on 
being appointed Surveyor-General 
of Ordnance. The following year 
he became Colonel Commandant of 
the Royal Artillery. He was Chief 
of the Stall and second in command 
of the expeditionary force sent to 
Egypt in 1882 under the command 
of Sir Garnet Wolseley, and for his 
services he received the thanks of 
Parliament, the Grand Cross of 
the Order of the Bath, and the 
1st ClasB of Medjidi. In January, 
1883, he was appointed Governor 
of Gibraltar, in succession to Lord 
Napier of Magdala. Sir John Adye 
is the author of " The Defence of 
Cawnpore by the Troops under tho 
Orders of Major-General C. A. 
Windham in Nov., 1857,” Lond., 
1858 j rr A Review of the Crimean 
War to tho Winter of 1854—5,” 
Lond.,18G0j (t Sitana: a Mountain 
Campaign on the Borders of Af¬ 
ghanistan in 1863," Loud., 1867,* 
and rf The British Army in 1873 j a 
reply to Mr. John Holms,” 1876. 
Ho married in 1856 Mary Cordelia, 
eldest daughter of the late Vice- 
Admiral the Hon. Sir Montagu 
Stopford, K.C.B. 

AIKINS, The Hon, James Cox, 
Lieutenant-Governor of the Pro* 
vinoe of Manitoba, in the Dominion 
of Canada, was bom in the town¬ 
ship of Toronto, county Poel, On¬ 
tario, March 30, 1823. He was 
educated at Victoria College, Co- 
bourg, and entered public life in 
1854, by representing his native 
county in the Canadian Assembly, 
which he continued to do until 
1861, In the following year he 
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waa oleclccl a moinbor of tlio Legis¬ 
lative) Council for tlio " Homo ” 
Division, comprising tlio counties of 
Peel and Ualton. Ho continued to 
sH in the Council until it was 
abolished by Confederation, after 
which ho was raised to tho Senate. 
In December, 1SG9, he became a 
member of the Privy Council, and 
entored the Macdonald G overnment 
as Secretary of State, remaining in 
that office until tlio fall of the 
Government in 1873. In 1872 he 
framed and carried through Parlia¬ 
ment the Public Lands Act of that 
year, and subsequently organised 
tho Dominion Lands Buroau, a dc- 
partmont of government entrusted 
with the management of tho lands 
acquired in tho North-West, chiefly 
from the Hudson's Bay Company, 
a department which is now con¬ 
trolled by the Canadian Minis!* »r of 
the Interior. Oil tho return of the 
Macdonald (J overnment to power, 
in 1878, Senator Aikins resumed the 
portfolio of Secretary of State, 
exchanging it two years later for 
tho office of Minister of Inland 
Be venue. Since 1882 lie has been 
Lieutenant-Governor of tho pro¬ 
vince of Manitoba and District of 
Keewatin. 

AINSWOBTH, William Franois, 
Ph.D., L.E.C.S., E.S.A., E.B.G.S., 
was born in 1807. Having travelled 
abroad, he became, in 1820, editor 
of the Journal qf Natural ancl Geo¬ 
logical Science, On the breaking 
out of cholera in Sunderland, in 
1832, ho was ouo of the first to 
repair Lhitlier in order to study tho 
new epidemic, and he published 
the result of his observations in a 
work "On Pestilential Cholera." 
He was successively appointed 
surgeon to the cholera hospitals at 
St, George's, Hanover Square, and 
at Westport, Ballinrobe, Clare- 
rnorris, and Newport, in Ireland, 
Whilst in that country he lectured 
on geology in Dublin and Limerick. 
In 1833 lie was appointed surgeon 
and geologist to the Euphrates 
Expedition, and published ".Re¬ 


searches in Assyria, Babylonia, 
and Oluildcea," 1838, in which year 
ho was also sent by the Royal 
Geographical Society, and the 
Society for Promoting Christian 
Knowledge, to the Nestorian Chris¬ 
tians in Kurdistan, His " Travols 
in Asia Minor, Mesopotamia, and 
Armenia," 1812, and " Travols in 
the Track of the Ton Thousand 
Greeks " of which an analysis was 
also givon in Bolin's edition of 
Xenophon's " Anabasis," were the 
result of the two journeys, extend¬ 
ing over a period of seven years. 
Mr. Ainsworth has edited " Claims 
of tlio Oriental Christians," " Lares 
and Penates; or, Cilicia and its 
Governors," "Tho Euphrates Val¬ 
ley Eouto to India,” "On an Indo- 
European Telegraph by the Valley 
of the Tigris *' (since carried out by 
tho Turkish Government), "All 
Bound the World," "The Illus¬ 
trated Univora.il Gazetteer," &o. 
Mr. Ainsworth is a member of many 
foreign societies. He was ono of 
tho founders of the "West London 
Hospital,” of which ho is at present 
the Treasurer and ono of the Trus¬ 
tees. 

AIRY, Sir George Biddell, K.C.B., 
P.E.S., the late Astronomer Royal, 
a native of Alnwick, Northumber¬ 
land, born June 27,1801, was edu¬ 
cated at private schools at Iloroford 
and Colehostor, and at the Col¬ 
chester Grammar Bchool, wlionco 
ho proceeded to Trinity College, 
Cambridge, in 1819, In 1822 lie 
was elected Scholar, and in 1824> 
Follow, of Trinity, haying gradu¬ 
ated B.A. in the previous year, 
when lie came out senior wrangler. 
In 1825 Mr, Airy called attention 
to an optical malady of tho human 
eye, which has Binee received tho 
name of "Astigmatism," examined 
its nature and provided a remedy 
for it. hi 182(5 ho took his degree 
of M.A., and was elected Lucasian 
Professor. Tliis office, rendered 
illustrious by having been filled' 
by Barrow and Nowton, had be* 
come a sinecure, No sooner wag, 
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Professor Airy elected, than lie 
resolved to turn it to account, 
and to deliver public lectures 
on Experimental Philosophy. lie 
began this good work in 1827, 
and continued it to 183G, tho series 
being known us the first in which 
the Undulatory Thoory of Light 
was efficiently illustrated. In 1828 
he was oloctod to the Plumian 
Professorship, and in that capacity 
was intrusted with the entire 
management of the Cambridge 
Observatory. On taking charge 
of this post ho began a course of 
observations, and introduced im¬ 
provements in the form of the cal¬ 
culation and publication of tho 
observations, which have served as 
a pattern at Greenwich and othor 
observatories. Professor Airy also 
superintended the mounting of the 
Equatorial, tho Mural Circle, and 
the Northumberland Telescope (the 
last entirely from his own plans), 
at the Cambridge Observatory. In 
1835 ho succeeded Mr. Pond as 
Astronomer Royal. In this capa¬ 
city he distinguished himself by 
giving greater regularity to the 
proceedings in the Observatory at 
Greenwich, by maintaining the 
general outlino of the plan which 
iLs essential character and its his¬ 
torical associations have imposed 
upon that institution, while he in¬ 
troduced now instruments and now 
modes of calculation and publica¬ 
tion, by which the value of the 
Observatory to science is much in¬ 
creased. Sir G. J3. Airy, who com¬ 
puted, edited, and published tho 
observations of Groombridge, Cat- 
ton, and Fallows, and reduced tho 
Groonwich observations of plane Ls 
and observations of tho moon from 
1750 down to the present time, 
has also thrown muoh light on 
ancient chronology, by computing 
several of the most important 
eclipses of former ages. lie lias 
illustrated the Newtonian theory 
of gravitation, and approximated 
tho groat object of ascertaining 
the weight of the earth, by a series 


of experiments on the relative 
vibrations of a pendulum at the 
top and at the bottom of a deep 
mine (the Horton Colliery, near 
South ( Shiolds) j has paid great 
attention to the testing and im¬ 
provement of marine chronome¬ 
ters, and to the diffusion, by gal¬ 
vanic telegraph, of accurate time- 
signals. In 1838 ho wo s consulted 
by tho Government respecting the 
disturbance of tho compass in iron- 
built ships, and the result of the 
experiments and theory developed 
by him on that occasion was tho 
establishment of a system of me¬ 
chanical correction by means of 
magnets and iron, which has since 
been universally adopted. He whb 
chairman of tho Commission ap¬ 
pointed to consider the general 
question of standards, and of the 
Commission intrusted with the 
superintendence of the new Stan¬ 
dards of Length and Weight, after 
the great fire whioh destroyed the 
former national standards in the 
Houses of Parliament in 183t, Tho 
account of the proceedings on these 
occasions, published in tho " Philo¬ 
sophical Transactions/' is from his 
pen. Ho advocated the establish¬ 
ment of a decimal coinage and, 
acting as ono of three Royal Com¬ 
missioners on Railway Gauges, re¬ 
commended tho narrow as opposed 
to the broad gauge on our railways j 
conducted tho astronomioal opera¬ 
tions preparatory to the definition 
of tho boundary between Canada 
and the United States, and aided 
in tracing tho Oregon boundary. 
Sir 0, B, Airy contributed to the 
‘ f Cambridge Transactions/' "The 
Philosophical Transactions/'" The 
Memoirs of tho Royal Astronomioal 
Society," the Philosophical Maga* 
vine, andiha Aihenmm (often under 
tho signature of A.B.GK). In the 
Aihenveum are several papers on 
antiquarian subjects, especially 
British. He also wrote strongly in 
tho Athenmm and elsewhere in 
opposition to the legislation pro¬ 
posed by the University Commis- 
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sioperB in reference to his own 
university, and more especially to 
lus own college. In 1869 he com- 
municated a remarkable discovery 
to the Royal Astronomical Society, 
in a "Note on Atmospheric Chro¬ 
matic Dispersion, as affeoting Tele¬ 
scopic Observation, and on the 
Mode of Correcting it.” He was 
intrusted with the entire direction 
Of the British portion of the enter¬ 
prise for observing the Transit of 
VenuB in Doc. 1874; on the results 
of which a Report was communi¬ 
cated to the House of Commons in 
1877. More recently he has sug¬ 
gested a new method of treating 
the Lunar Theory. Ho added to 
the original course of labours at the 
Royal Observatory a very complete 
system of magnetic, meteorologi¬ 
cal, photolieliograpliic, and spectro¬ 
scopic observations. The principal 
works written by Sir G\ B. Airy arc, 
" Gravitation,” for the Penny Cyclo¬ 
paedia, published separately; also, 
"Mathematical Tracts" (fourth 
edition), " Ipswich Lectures on 
Astronomy ” (fourth edition), 
"Treatise on Errors of Observa¬ 


tion" (1861), "Treatiae on Sound” 

W , " Treatise on Magnetism" 
; also " Trigonometry,” 
" Figure of the Earth,” and " Tides 
and Waves,” in the Encyclopedia 
Metropolitans , since republished 
separately j and ” Notes on the 
early Hebrew Scriptures.” Sir 
G. B. Airy has received the Lalande 
medal of the French Institute, the 
Copley Medal and the Royal Medal 
■of the Royal Society ^ the Medal 
of the Royal Astronomical Society $ 
the Albert Medal, presented by the 
Prince of Wnlosj and the medal 


of the Institution of Civil Engi¬ 
neers for suggestions on the con¬ 


struction of bridges of very wide 
span. Prom the TTnivorsities of 
Oxford, Cambridge, and Edinburgh 
he has also received the honorary 
degrees of D.C.L. and LL.D. j he 
is & P.R.S., a Member of the Royal 
Astronomical Society, and of the 
Cambridge Philosophical Society, 


and an Honorary Member of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers j is 
one of the eight Foreign Associates 
of the Institute of France ; and 
has long been connected, as Foreign 
Correspondent, with many other 
foreign academies. Appointed one 
of the fh’st members of the Senate 
of the University of London, ho 
soon after resigned the office. He 
served on the Royal Commission 
appointed in 1868 to inquire into 
the standard weights and measures s 
was nominated a Companion (Civil) 
of the Bath, May 17, 1871 j and 
created a Knight Commander of 
the same order, July 30, 1872. On 
Dec. 1, 1873, Sir G. B. Airy re¬ 
signed the position of President of 
the Royal Society which he had 
held for two years. He was 
honoured by admission to the free¬ 
dom of tho City of London in 1875 ; 
and he was elected a Foreign As¬ 
sociate of the Dutch Academy of 
Sciences in 1878. On his resigna¬ 
tion of the post of Astronomer 
Roy al in 1881 the Treasury awarded 
him a pension of JBllQO per annum 
in consideration of his long and 
valuable services, It is understood 
that Sir Q. B. Airy is at present 
engaged on a Lunar Theory. 

AITKEN, The Rev. William Hay 
Maedowall Hunter, is the youngest 
son of the late Rev. Robert Aibken 
by his second wife Wilhehnina, 
daughter of the late Col. Maodow- 
all Grant, of Amdilly, Banffshire, 
N.B. Ho was bom at Liverpool, 
educated at his home in Pendccn, 
Cornwall, matriculated in 1859 at 
Wftdham College, Oxford, and gra¬ 
duated in honours (2nd cIubs Lit. 
Ilum,), taking his degree B.A, in 
1865, He was ordained at Christ¬ 
mas, 3865, on his nomination by 
the late Rev, W. Pennefather to 
the curacy of St. Jude’s, Mildmay 
Park, N., where he continued until 
the year 1871, when he accepted 
the incumbency of Christ Church, 
E verton, Liverpool. Hero ho worked 
for more than four years. In the year 
1869 the "twelve day s’mission "was 
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held in London., and Mr. A it ken took 
a prominent part in it. From that 
time forward liis services were in 
great request for this kind of work, 
and in the year 1876, finding that 
mission work, in addition to the 
care of a large parish, entailed too 
severe a strain, he resigned his 
living and gave himself up to the 
work of a mission preacher. As 
such he has conducted mission ser¬ 
vices in several of our cathedrals, 
c. g., in Canterbury, York, Bristol, 
and Manchester, and in most of the 
old parish churches of our large 
towns. He has been particularly 
successful in gathering large con¬ 
gregations of commercial men in 
great centres of population. He 
recently visited the United States 
at the request of the bishop and 
clergy of New York, to assist in the 
general How York mission, and in 
furthering the mission movement 
throughout the States. While there 
he addressed crowded gatherings 
of business-men at Old Trinity 
Church—the mother church of Hew 
York — during three consecutive 
weeks, Mr. Hay Aitken has boon 
chiefly instrumental in founding 
the "Church Parochial Mission 
Society,” which has for its object 
the supply of mission preachers to 
carry on this work. The society 
was organised as a memorial to Mr. 
Aitken's father, and bore the name 
at first of the Aitken Momorial 
Mission Fund. He is the author 
of the following works, all pub¬

AITCHISON, George, A.R.A,, 
architect, was bom Hov, 7, 1823, 
at 62, Edgeware Bond, London, 
and educated at Merchant Tay¬ 


lors* School and University Col¬ 
lege, London. He graduated B. A. 
at the London University in 
1830, having previously been ap¬ 
pointed a student at the Royal 
Acadomy in 1817. From 1853 to 
1856 he travelled in France and 
Italy. He was oloctcd a Follow 
of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects in 18G2, and afterwards 
became a momber of the Council. 
He was appointed examiner for the 
Voluntary Architectural examina¬ 
tion, and also examiner for the na¬ 
tional Art Prizes at South Kensing¬ 
ton. Mr. Aitcliisou gained medals 
at the Philadelphia, Sydney and 
Melbourne Exhibitions; was made 
an officer of Public Instruction by 
the French Government in 1879 j 
and on Juno 2,1881, was elected an 
Associate of the Royal Academy in 
the place of the late William Bur¬ 
ges, He gave lectures on Archi¬ 
tecture at tho Royal Acadomy in 
1882/83/81, *85, and *8G. Mr.Ait- 
chison has huilt large warehouses 
for the London and St. Katharine 
Dock Co.; offices, Mark Lane, 
Mincing Lano; workmen's restau¬ 
rants in the Borough and 'White¬ 
chapel ; schools at Farley, Barnet, 
and Knoyle; houses for Lord R. 
Grosvenor at Stnlbridgej for Sir 
F. Leighton, P.R.A., in Fitziohn's 
Avenue ; for Mr. J. Stewart Hodg¬ 
son; and 29, Pall Mall, for tho 
Royal Exchange Assurance j studios 
for Mr. P. H. Calderon, R.A,j a 
picture gallery for Mr. G. F. Watts, 
R.A.; and a Board room with fur¬ 
niture for tho Thames Conservancy. 
He has altered and decorated houses 
for Mr, P. Wyndham, M.P.., the 
Duke of Montrose, the Princess 
Louise, Mr, F. Lehmann, Mr. T. 
Eustace Smith, Mr. John Aird, for 
Sir Wilfrid Lawson and Sir Syd¬ 
ney Waterlow, and the Arab Hall 
for Sir F. Leighton. He likewiso 
designed the fittings and furniture 
for the British Art section of the 
Paris Exhibition. 

AKERS-DOUGLAS, Aretas, M 
eldest son of tho late Rov. Are bus 
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Akers, of Mailing Abbey, Kent, was 
born in 1851, and educated at Eton 
and at University College, Oxford. 
Ho was called to tlio bar at the Inner 
Temple in 1874, and in 1875 as¬ 
sumed tbe additional name of 
Douglas. In 1880 he entered P*uv 
liament as Conservative member 
for the East Kent Division, and 
now represents the new St. Augus¬ 
tine’s Division. In both Lord 
Salisbury’s administrations ho has 
nold tbe post of Political Secretary 
to the Treasury, or “ Whip.” 

ALBANI, Madame, vocalist, is a 
French Canadian, being a native 
of Montroal, and her real name 
before her marriage with Mr, Gye, 
son of the late leasee of the Covent 
Garden Theatre, was Emma la 
Jeunesse. She was trained in tho 
study of musio from early child¬ 
hood, by her father, who was him¬ 
self a skilful musician. Losing 
their mother while still of tender 
age, she and her sisters were sent 
to the convent of tlie Saore Coaur at 
Montreal to complete their educa¬ 
tion. Her father afterwards sent 
her to Europe for musical instruc¬ 
tion not obtainable elsewhere. 
Under the oaro of Baroness Lafitte, 
she was two years at Paris, where 
sho studied under the famous Du- 
proz. She then became a pupil of 
the old mete sir o Lamport! at Milan. 
.Several years of hard study fol¬ 
lowed till at longtb, in 1870, she 
made her debut at Messina undor 
her present namo, with entire suc¬ 
cess. Immediately afterwards she 
was engaged for Malta. In the 
winter of 1871-72 she sang at the 
theatre of La Pergola at Florence 
successfully. Iler crowning effort 
was in tho (f Mignon ** of Ambroisc 
Thomas, already condemned in lour 
theatres in Italy, but which in 
Madame Albaui’s hands obtained 
a complete success among the jea¬ 
lous Italians. She appeared at the 
Royal Italian Opera, London, in 
1872, and since then has been a 
great favourite both in this country 
and the United States. In Feb. 


1883, Madame Albani sang at 
Washington with great succoss, 
appearing in "Faust” and "Rigo- 
letto.” She closed her American 
operatic tour at Philadelphia, April 
1(5, 1883, in the “ Flying Dutch¬ 
man.” She has since sung in Berlin 
at tho Royal Opera House, finish¬ 
ing her season there by singing 
<( Lohengrin ” in German with such 
great succoss that tho Emperor sent 
for her to his box at tbe end of 
the performance and named her 
,f Royal Court Singer " on the Bpot. 
Besides singing in opera in most 
of tho European capitals, Madame 
Albani has studied specially ora¬ 
torio singing, and she is now ac¬ 
knowledged to be the first oratorio 
singer in England, and is engaged 
at all our principal festivals. 

ALBERT (Arohduke of Austria), 
Frederick Rodolph, born August 3, 
1817, is the son of the lato Arch¬ 
duke Charles and the Princess 
Henrietta of Nassau-Weilburg, 
Ho married, in 184.4, tho Princess 
Hildogarde, of Bavaria, who died 
April 2,1801, leaving two daugh¬ 
ters. At an early age ho ontored 
the army, commanded a division 
in Italy in 1840, took an important 
part in tho battle of Novara, re¬ 
ceived at tho end of the campaign 
the command of tho 3rd Corps 
d'Aiiude, and was afterwards ap¬ 
pointed Governor-Goneral of Hun¬ 
gary. During a leave of absence 
accorded to Field-Marshal Bene- 
dek, in 1861, ho was appointed to 
the command of the Austrian troops 
in Lombardy and 7 enetia. During 
the campaign of 18GG he gained a 
victory over the Italian army at 
Custozza, and, after tho battle of 
Sadowa, he was made (13th July, 
186G), Commandor-in-Chiof of tho 
Austrian army, which title ho re¬ 
tained till March, 1869, when he 
exchanged it for that of Inspector- 
General of tho army. He pub¬ 
lished, in 18G9, a work on "Re¬ 
sponsibility in War” (IJebcr dio 
VeraniwortlichleeU im. TTriege), This 
has been translated into French by

ALBERT VICTOR CHRISTIAN 
EDWARD, Fiince, oldest son of 
then Royal Highnesses the Pnnco 
and Plincess of Wales, was bojn 
Jammy 8, 1801 Up till 1871 lie 
was educated at home In 1877 he 
enter od the navy as a cadet, and 
passed tho usual two yeais on 
hoard II M & Bnlannia at Dart¬ 
mouth, under the care ot Captain 
Hemy Fairfax, R N, C B In 
July,, 1879, he went to sea in 
HMS Bacchante, and visited the 
West Indies The following year 
tho Bacchante foimed part ot the 
flying squadron, then organized 
under tho command of Rcai- 
Admiial the Eail ot Clan william, 
and proceeded to Vigo, Modena, 
St Vincent, Balna, Montevideo, 
and tho Falkland Islands; thence 
to the Capo of Good Ilopo and 
AusIl aha, on which two stations 
Pi nice Albeit Viotoi spent a con¬ 
siderable time From Austiolia 
ho went to Fiji, Japan, China, 
Singapore, Colombo, and Suez, 
and letmned to England m the 
summer of 1882 by way of Egypt, 
tho Holy Land, and Athens In 
Octobei, 1883, he became an undei- 
ginduate at Timity College, Cam¬ 
bridge, continuing his studieb 
duimg tho long vacations at tho 
Univeisity of Hoidelbeig After 
this he was tiansfened to Aider- 
shot to study military science 
His diary, togothci with that of 
his biothei Pnnco Geoigc, duimg 
then enuse m the Bacchante , was 
published by Messrs Macmillan 
6c Co, m the spimg of 1885, the 
editor being tho Rev J N, Dalton, 
the Pi luces' Governor 

ALBONI, Mana, was bom at 
Cesena, in the Statos of the Chuich, 
in 1824. Hoi father, who held a 
post in the customs department. 
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gave liei a good education Having, 
at nn early age, givenpioof of pos¬ 
sessing an exquisite taste foi musm 
and singing, bhe became tho pupil 
of Rossini, and at fifteen inado hei 
debut it the Communal Thoatie at 
Bologna It was a gieat success, 
and Jed to liei being engaged at the 
theatre of La fecala, at Milan, 
wheie she established hei ieputa- 
tion so flimly that she undeitook a 
professional torn, tluough most of 
the capitals of Euiope, and ap¬ 
pealed, m 1810, at Co vent Garden 
Theatie, London, then undci the 
dneetion of Mi Dolafield. Heie 
she presented a counter atti action 
to Jenny Lind at the lival house of 
Hei Majesty’s Theatie, and was at 
oneo orn oiled amongst tho loading 
smg ei s of Eiuopo In 1817 she 
went to Fiance, and in Octobei 
gave three oi four conceits at the 
Parisian Opeia, and succeeded in 
attaining the highest position She 
accepted an engagement, on her 
own turns, fioui M Vatel, the 
dn act oi of the Italian Opera, and 
played m succcbsion tho parts of 
Ai Mice in et &cmiraimdu, " of AfaZ- 
colm m " Donna del Lago, ” and of 
Oisinia in <f Luciezia Borgia,*’ 
besides appearing in “Coneien- 
tola,” "if Baibieie/’ and other 
pieces Madame Albom has visited 
Amoiica and othoi countnos, m all 
ol which sho has oi-peuenced on 
enthusiastic ieception, and has 
appealed duimg piovmcial torus 
at Dublm, Edinbuigh, Birming¬ 
ham, Manchester, ana most of the 
larger cities of the thiee kingdoms. 
During the last few seasons of her 
piofesBional career Madame Alboni 
was engaged at Hor Majesty’s 
Theatre, and thcie was scarcely 
an opera of high merit m which 
she did not appear Madame 
Alboni'a celebrity ns a lync 
ai foste ib chiefly owing to the 
power, line quality, flexibility, and 
compass of her noli contralto voice, 
which ranges as high as that of a 
mezzo'Wpi ano , and hei flond style 
of smgmg is rendoied the more 

c % 
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effective by her vivacity and grace. 
Some years since this lady became 
the wife of Count Pepolo, of the 
.Roman States, though she retained 
upon the stage to the last that 
maiden name under which she first 
became a favourite, and she re¬ 
tired from public life in 18G8. 

ALCESTEfe (Baron) The Bight 
Hon. Broderick Beauchamp Paget 
Seymour, ia the only sur¬ 

viving son of the late Sir Horace 
Beauchamp Seymour* M.P., by his 
first wife, Elizabeth Mallett, 
daughter of the late Sir Lawrence 
Talk, Bart. \ and a grandson of 
Yice-Admiral Lord Hugh Seymour. 
He was born in Bruton Street, 
London, on April 12, 1821, was 
educated at Eton, and entered the 
Eoyal Navy in Jan., 183 L receiving 
liia lieutenant's commission in 
March, 1842. He became a captain 
in 1851, rear-admiral in 1870, vice- 
admiral in 1876, and admiral in 
1882. He served as a volunteer in 
the Burmese war e£ 1852 —5 as aide- 
de-camp to General Godwin, and 
led the storming party of Fusiliers 
at the capture of the works and 
pagoda of Pegu. He was also pre¬ 
sent in numerous other engage¬ 
ments on land and water* was four 
times gazetted, and awarded the 
Burmese medal with the clasp for 
Pegu, at the close of the campaign. 
In 1854 he served against the Eus- 
aians in the operations in the White 
Sea, and is in receipt of the Baltic 
medal. A few years later, viz., 
1860—1, as commodore in command 
of the Australian station, he took 
part in the operations of the Naval 
Brigade in New Zealand, again 
distinguishing himself, and receiv¬ 
ing a severe wound on the 27 June, 
1860, In 1861 he was awarded the 
Companionship of tlio Bath, and 
subsequently the New Zealand 
medal. In 18G6 he was appointed 
an aide-de-camp to the Queen. 
Prom 1868 till 1870 ho was private 
secretary to the First Lord of the 
Admiralty, and he commanded the 
Detached Squadron from Decem¬ 


ber, 1870, till May, 1872, from 
which date till March, 1874, ho 
was one of the Lords of the 
Admiralty. From October, 1874, 
till November, 1877, when he was 
made a K.C.B., he commanded the 
Channel Squadron, and he was 
appointed commander-in-chief in 
the Mediterranean in February, 
1880. In September of the same 
year he assumed the supremo com 
in and of the Allied Fleet of the 
European Powers, which made a 
naval demonstration off the 
Albanian coast in consequence of 
the refusal of the Porte to agree to 
the cession of Dulcigno to Monte¬ 
negro. Eventually the Turks 
consented to the cession, and 
the object for which the European 
fleet had been assembled in tlio 
Adriatic having thus been achieved, 
it dispersed on Dec. 5, Sir Beau¬ 
champ Seymourrcceivcd tlio tlmnks 
of Her Majesty’s Government for 
the manner in which ho performed 
his duty on this occasion, and ha 
was created a Grand Cross of the 
Bath in the following year (1881). 
In the warlike operations in Egypt 
in 1882 he took a conspicuous part, 
as commander-m-clii^f 0 f the 
Mediterranean fleet, On the Oth 
of July he demanded of Arabi 
Pasha the instant cessation of the 
works on the forts at Alexandria, 
under penalty of bombardment j 
and on the 10th ho dispatched 
an ultimatum to tho Egyptian 
Ministry, demanding, not only the 
cessation of all defensive works for 
the defence of the inner fort, hut 
also the surrender of tho forts at 
the mouth of the harbour. This 
being refused, early on the morn¬ 
ing of the lltli, eight British iron¬ 
clads and five gunboats advanced 
to tho attack, and although tho 
Egyptian gunners fought their 
guns exceedingly well, the forts 
wore, in a few hours, laid in ruins 
or silenced, with slight loss on tho 
British side, and with trifling 
damage to the ships. On tho 
following day as the ships wero

about to renew tlie attack flags of 
truce were hoisted on shore, and in 
the afternoon one of the British 
officers, being sent to treat with 
the enemy, discovered that the 
city had been completely aban¬ 
doned by Arabi and his troops, 
and that the flags had been meroly 
used as devices to enable tho army 
to withdraw from the forts and 
batteries without further molesta¬ 
tion. Sir Beauchamp Seymour re¬ 
mained in supi'ome command at 
the occupation and arrangement of 
affairs in Egypt until tho arrival of 
tho army under the command of 
General Sir G arnet Wolseloy. For 
his distinguished services he re¬ 
ceived the thanks of Parliament, 
and was olevated to the peerage by 
the title of Baron Alccster of Al- 
coster, in the county of Warwick. 

ALOOTT, Amos Bronson, teach¬ 
er and philosopher, was born in 
Wolcott, Connecticut, November 
29, 1799, After a brief mercantile 
experience ho began teaching, at 
first in Connecticut, afterwards 
(1828) in Boston, and ulimafcely in 
Concord, Massachusetts. Mr. Al- 
cott’s celebrity is founded not only 
on the success of his school and 
his methods of teaching, hut also 
upon his fame as a philosophical 
thinker and conversationalist, He 
now resides with his daughter. 
Miss L. M, Alcott, in Boston. In 
183G he published " Conversations 
with Children on the Gospels ” (2 
vols.) j in 1808 " Tablets ;” in 
1872 "Concord Days;” in 1877 
" Table-Talk;" and in 1882 " Son¬ 
nets and Canzonets.” A descrip¬ 
tion of his school may bo found in 
E. P, Peabody's "Record of a 
School” (1831). 

ALOOTT, Louisa May, daughter 
of Amos Bronson Alcott, born at 
Germantown, Pennsylvania, in 
1833. She began to write at an 
early ago, and her first book, 
“Fairy Talcs,” was published in 
1855. During the civil war she 
was a hospital nurse, and in 18G3 
published a volvuno of "Hospital 


Sketches,” made up from letters 
which she had written to lier 
family. In 18G3 she became a con¬ 
tributor to the Atlantic Monthly. 
She has published several novels, 
among which are "Moods,” 18G1; 
" Morning Glories and other 
Stories,” 1SG7; " Little Women,” 
1808; " An Old-Fashioned Girl,” 
I860 ;“ Little Men,” 1871; "Work; 
a Story of Experience,” 1873; 
"Cupid and Chow-Chow: and 
other Stories,” 1873; " Eight 

Cousins : or the Aunt Hill,” 1876; 
fr Silver Pitchers and other Stories,” 
187G; "Rose in Bloom” a sequel 
to " Eight Cousins,” 1,877 ; " Mo¬ 
dem Mephistophcles ** (anony 
niously), 1877 ; " Under the 

Lilacs,” 1878; “Jack and Jill,” 
1880; "Proverb Stories,” 1882; 
" Spinning Wheel Stories,” 1881*; 
rf Lulu's Library,” 1885 ,* and a series 
of short Btories under the general 
title of " Aunt Jo's Scrap-Bag.” 

ALDRICH, Thomas Bailey, a 
distinguished American author, 
was born at Portsmouth, New 
Hampshire, Nov. 11,183G. He en¬ 
tered tho eounting-houso of his 
uncle, a New York merchant, 
where he remained three years, 
during which period he began to 
write for the journals, and was 
afterwards for a time proof-reader. 
Ho has contributed prose and verse 
to various periodicals, most of 
which have subsequently been 
published separately. Among the 
collected volumes are" The Bells,” 
1855; "The Ballad of Baby Bell 
and other Poems,” 1856; "The 
Course of Truo Love never did Run 
Smooth,” 1858; "Pampinea and 
other Poems,” 18G1; a volume of 
"Poems,” 1805; "Cloth of Gold 
and other Poems,” 1871; "Flower 
and Thorn.” 1876; "Lyrics and 
Sonnets,” 1880; "Friar Jerome's 
Beautiful Book,” 1881 ; " From 
Ponkapog to Pcslh,” 1883; and 
"Mercedes and Later Lyrics,” 
1884. Among his prose tales are 
“ Daisy’s Necklaco and Wliat Oarno 
of it,” 1857; " Out of life Head, a 
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Romance in Prose/' 1862 j " The 
Story of a Bad Boy/' 18C9 ; ff Mar¬ 
gery Daw,” 1873 ; " Prudonco 
Palfrey," 1871; "The Queen of 
Sheba," 1877; and "Stillwater 
Tragedy/' 1880. He lias been for 
some years editor of the Atlantic 
Monthly, Boston. 

ALEXANDER HI. (Alexandro- 
vitch), Emperor and Autocrat 
op All the Russias, who suc¬ 
ceeded to the throne on the murder 
of ^ his father by Nihilist con¬ 
spirators on March 13, N.S. 1881, 
was bom March 10, 1815. For 
some time after his elevation to 
the throne he seldom appeared in 
public, but lived in the closest re¬ 
tirement at Gatchina, being in 
constant dread of the machina¬ 
tions of the secret societies of 
Socialists. His coronation took 
place at Moscow, May 27, 1883. 
He married, in I860, Mary-Fdodo- 
rovna (formerly Mary Sophia Fre¬ 
derica Dagmar), daughter of Chris¬ 
tian IX., King of Denmark, and 
sister of the Princess of Wales and 
the King of Greece. The principal 
concern of the Czar has been to 
put down Nihilism; to developo 
the military power of Russia; to 
organise her Asiatic and Caucasian 
provinces; and to keop a steady 
eye upon Constantinople. By 
means of the ability and watchful¬ 
ness of Prince Bismarck, the 
DrciJcaiserbund (League of the 
Three Emperors) has been consoli¬ 
dated, as was shown by the meet¬ 
ings at Skiernivice (Poland) in 
1881 j and more especially by the 
recent action of Russia in Bul¬ 
garia. The Czar never forgave 
his cousin Alexander of Batton- 
burg for acting independently of 
Russia in the crisis of 1885 ; and 
lately his vengeance has been con¬ 
summated, with the free consent 
of Germany and with the acquies¬ 
cence of Austria. 

ALEXANDER of Battenherg, 
recently Prince of Bulgaria, is 
the son of Prince Alexander of 
Battenberg (Hesse), brother of 


the Into Empress of Russia, and 
was bom April 5, 1857. His 
mother, born Countess von Kauck, 
was tbo daixghter of a former Polish 
Minister of War, and was raised to 
the rank of Princess on her mor¬ 
ganatic marriage with the ruler of 
Hesso. The ex-Prince of Bulgaria 
is a second son of this union, an 
elder brothor serving in the English 
Navy. Prince Alexander sorved 
with the Russian army during the 
war with Turkey. Part of the time 
he rode in the ranks of the 8th 
Regiment of Uhlans, and lie was 
also attached to the staff of Prince 
Charles of Koumania, ns well as to 
the Russian head-quarters. H e wns 
present with Prince Charles at the 
siege of Plevna, and crossed the 
Balkans with General Gourko. 
Soon after returning to Germany 
from the Russo-Turkish campaign 
he was transferred from thp Hes¬ 
sian Regiment of Dragoons, to 
which he had belonged, to the 
Prussian Life Guards, and did 
garrison duty in Potsdam. He was 
elected her edit ary Prince of Bul¬ 
garia by the Assembly of Notables 
nt Umova, April 29,1879, and by 
a vote of the Grund National 
Assembly on July 13,1881, he was 
invested with extraordinary legis¬ 
lative powers for seven years. Ho 
was appointed an honorary Knight 
Companion of the Order of tho Bath 
in June, 1879. Prince Alexander's 
decision on the revolution of Pliilip- 
popolia led to the declaration ol* war 
against Bulgaria by King Milan, 
of Servia, in 1883, when the Prince 
at once proved himself more than 
equal to his neighboui*. Although 
the Bulgarian army was tho small¬ 
er and quite inexperienced,Princo 
Alexander, by his great personal 
bravery and strategic skill, ob¬ 
tained soveral victories, and on the 
intervention of tho European 
Powers, King Milan was obliged 
to consent to a Treaty of Pence, 
which was signed at Bucharest. 
By consenting to the union of 
the two Bulgarins, Prince Alex- 
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ander incurred ilie jealousy and 
displeasure of the Czar,who struck 
liis name off the Russian army list. 
The position oi the Prince con¬ 
tinued exceedingly difficult until 
on .Friday, August 20th, 188G, part 
of his army, influenced by Russian 
intrigue, revolted and forcod him 
to sign his abdication. He was 
taken prisoner and carried down the 
Danube to Russian territory, but 
the outburst of popular indignation 
in Bulgaria secured his liberation, 
and he returned a few days later 
to his country, meeting with an 
enthusiastic reception at Rustchuk, 
Philippopolis, and Sofia. It was 
all, however, of no avail j for the 
Prince decided that lie could not 
make bead against his Russian 
onomies, and ho formally abdi¬ 
cated, Ids place being temporarily 
taken by a Council of 'Regency . 

ALEXANDER, Lieut.-Gen. Sir 
Janies Edward, C.B.,of Westerton, 
co. Stirling, eldest son of the late 
Mr, Edward Alexander, of Powis, 
co, Clackmannan (a descendant of 
the Alexanders of Mensli-io, after¬ 
wards Earls of Stirling), was bom 
in 1803, and educated at the col¬ 
leges of Edinburgh, Glasgow, and 
Sandhurst. Having entered the 
army, ho held several staff and 
other appointments in India, at the 
Cape, and in North America, and 
took part in the Burmese, Persian, 
Turkish, Portuguese, and Kaffir 
wars. He was employed in 1830-7 
on an expedition of discovery in the 
interior of Africa, rucoiving for his 
services the honour of knighthood, 
and he also explored for the Govern¬ 
ment in the forests of America. He 
commanded the 14th regiment at 
the siege and capture of Sebastopol, 
and held a command in Now Zea¬ 
land during the war. Sir James 
is the author of several volumes 
of travel, including "Excursions 
in Wosfcera Africa," "An Expedi¬ 
tion into Southern Africa," "Ex¬ 
plorations in. British America/' 
"Sketches in Portugal/' " Trans¬ 
atlantic Sketches," ct Travels from 


India to England," " Travels 
through Russia and the Crimea," 
and of "Translations from the 
Persian/' a "Life of the Duko of 
Wellington," and" Passages in the 
Life of a Soldier." Sir James, who 
is a lieutenant-general in the army, 
has boon decorated for his public 
services with several foreign orders 
and war medals, and is a Fellow of 
the Royal Society of Edinburgh and 
of the Scottish Antiquaries, and of 
the Royal Geographical and Royal 
Asiatio Societies. In 1875 he went 
uo Egypt to arrange for the trans¬ 
port of Cleopatra's Needle to 
London.

ALEXANDER, The Right Rev. 
William, D.D., Bishop of Derry 
and Raphoc, son of a clergyman 
beneficed in the north of Ireland, 
and nephew of Dr. Alexander, late 
Bishop of Meath, and cousin of the 
Earl of Caledon, was born at 
Londonderry, April 13, 182 J, He 
was educated at Tunbridge School, 
and at Exeter aud Brasenose Col¬ 
leges, Oxford, Avhero he graduated 
B.A. and M.A. Having entered 
holy orders, he served a curacy in 
the north of Ireland, and was pre¬ 
ferred to one or two livings in 
the gift of the Bishop of Derry. 
He was formerly Rector of Camus- 
iuxta-Morne, co. Tyrone, and Chap¬ 
lain to the Marquis of Abercorn, 
Lord-Lienter ant of Ireland, In 
1861 he was nominated to Iho 
Deanery of Emly, and in 1867 was 
an unsuccessful candidnto for the 
chair of poetry at Oxford, lie was 
appointed to the Bishopric of Derry 
and Raphoe, rendored vacant by the 
death of Dr. Higgin, July 12,1867, 
being consecrated in Armagh 
Cathedral, Oct. 13 following.

First Secretary to the Ottoman 
Embassy at Paris, and when in 
18G2 he went on leave of abaenco 
to Constantinople, the Government 
entrusted him with the delicate 
mission of Commissioner to Servia 
after the bombardment of Pel- 
grade. Owing to his address and 
tact ho succeeded in settling nearly 
all tho difficulties, Whilst per¬ 
forming these functions, he was in 
1865 placed in charge of tho poli¬ 
tical direction of the province of 
Bosnia. In 186S he was appointed 
member of tho Council of State, 
and afterwards undertook several 
other missions, In 1869 he was 
nominated to the important post 
of IJnder-Secretary of State at tho 
Ministry of Public Works. He 
remained in that office until 1870, 
when he was made governor of 
Erzoroum, and afterwards of Trebi- 
zond, on which occasion he was 
raised to the dignity of Pasha. In 
1872 ho became Prefect of Con¬ 
stantinople, where ho introduced 
several important reforms, and in 
September, 1873, he was sont as 
ambassador from tho Ottoman 
Porte to the French Kepubhc. Ho 
was recalled in Jan, 1876, and 
appointed Governor-General of the 
Herzegovina. A few days before 
his deposition by tho Softas (May 
30, 1870), tho late Sultan Abdul- 
Aziz appointed Ali Pasha Governor- 
General of Scutari, in Northern 
Albania. 

ALISON, Lieutenant-General Sir 
Archibald, bart,, K.C.B., son of 
Sir Archibald Alison, the llrst 
baronet, author of "The History of 
Europe,” was born at Edinburgh, 
Jan, 21, 1826, and received his 
education in the Universities of 
Glasgow and Edinburgh, Entering 
the military service of his country 
in 1846, he became a captain in the 
72nd Highlanders in 1853 j brovot- 
lirnjor in 1830; lieutenant-colonel 


in 1858; and colonel in 1807. In 
the latter year he succeeded to the 
baronetcy on the death of his 
father. He served in the Crimea 
at the siege and fall of Sebastopol j 
in India, during the mutiny, as 
Military Secretary on the staff of 
the late Lord Clyde; and on the 
Gold Coast as Brigadier-General of 
tho European Brigade, and second 
in command of the Ashantee Expe¬ 
dition in 1873-4. He commanded 
his brigade at tho battle of Araoa- 
ful, the capturo of Bequah, the 
action of Ordahsu, and the fall of 
Coomassie. Ho lost an arm at the 
relief of Lucknow. Sir Archibald 
was Assistant Adjutant-General at 
Aldershot from Oct. 1870 to Oct. 
1871, and Deputy Adjutant-Gene¬ 
ral in Ireland from Oct. 1874 to 
Oct. 1877, when he was promoted 
| to the rank of major-general. 
Subsequently he was appointed 
Commandant of the Staff College 
in Jan. 1878, and Chief of the In¬ 
telligence Department at the War 
Office in May, 1878. He commanded 
the 1st brigade, 2nd division, in 
the military expedition dispatched 
to Egypt in 1882. A few days 
after the bombardment of Alex¬ 
andria by Sir Beauchamp Seymour 
a small body of British troops was 
landed (July 17), under the com¬ 
mand of Sir Archibald Alison, who 
was, however, neither aide nor 
authorized to Btrike a blow at 
Arabics army, He confined his 
proceedings at first to securing a 
position covering Alexandria, and 
occupying the line of railway which 
connected Alexandria with the 
suburb of Bamleh. At the decisive 
battle of Tel-el-Kebir lie led tho 
Highland brigade which fought 
so gallantly on that memorable 
occasion j and after Arabics sur¬ 
render a British army of occupar 
tion, consisting of 12,000 men, 
under the command of Sir Archi¬ 
bald Alison, was left in Egypt to 
restore order and to protect the 
Khedive. Sir Archibald was in¬ 
cluded in tho thanks of Parliament 
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for liis energy and gallantry, and 
■was promoted to the rank of lieu¬ 
tenant-general (Nov. 1882). In 
May 1883, lie was compelled by 
the state of his health to relinquish 
the command of the army of occu¬ 
pation in Egypt, and to return 
home. In Aug. 1883, he was ap¬ 
pointed to the command at Aider- 
shot, and in Feb. 1885, he became 
adjutant-general. In Oct. 1885, he 
resumed the command at Aldershot 
on the return of Lord Wolseley 
from Egypt. He published an able 
treatise, " On Army Organization/’ 
in 1869. 

ALLEN, Grant, was bom at 
Kingston, Canada, Peb. 21, 1848, 
and educated at Merton College, 
Oxford. Mr. Allen began to write 
early, and soon established a repu¬ 
tation as one of the most popular 
of scientific authors, his expositions 
of the Darwinian theory being 
particularly vivid, clear, and cap¬ 
tivating. Besides a multitude of 
contributions to periodical litera¬ 
ture, ho has written the following 
books: — w Physiological Aesthe¬ 
tics,” 1877; "The Colour Sense/’ 
1879 j" The Evolutionist at Large/’ 
1881 j " Anglo - Saxon Britain/’ 
1881 j "Vignettes from Nature/’ 
1881 j rf Colours of Flowers,” 1882 ; 
rr Colin Clout’s Calendar,” 1883 ; 
"Flowers and their Pedigrees,” 
1884 j "Charles Darwin” (in Mr. 
Andrew Lang’s series of " English 
Worthies”), 1886; "Babylon,” a 
novel, 1885 j and (f For Mamie’s 
Salco/’ 1880. 

ALjL IB 0 N E, Samuel Austin, 
LL.D., born in Philadelphia, A pz*i] 
17,1810. Early in life he acquired 
a high reputation for his attain-* 
ments in English literature, and 
though engaged in mercantile pur¬ 
suits, his favourite studies were 
not neglected. The first volume of 
his great work, "A Critical Dic¬ 
tionary of English Literature, and 
British and American Authors,” 
was published in 1858, and the 
third (the last) in 1871. The three 
large volumes contain notices of 


46,499 authors, and 40 classified 
indexes of subjects. He lias con¬ 
tributed articles to the North 
American Review , and other periodi¬ 
cals, and has published several 
tracts and religious ossays. He 
was, for several years, tho editor of 
the publications of the American 
Sunday School Union, and has pub¬ 
lished "Alphabetical Index to the 
New Testament,” 18G9 j "Union 
Bible Companion,” 1871; "Poetical 
Quotations from. Chaucer to Tenny¬ 
son/* 1873; "Prose Quotations 
from Socrates to Macaulay,” 1876; 
and ,f Great Authors of All Ages,” 
1879. He is now connected with 
the Lenox Library, New York. 

ALLIES, Thomas William, tho 
son of a gentleman of Bristol, was 
born in 1813, and educated at Eton, 
where he obtained the Newcastle 
Scholarship. He afterwards became 
in succession Scholar and Follow of 
Wiulham College, Oxford, whore ho 
graduated B.A. in 1832, talcing a 
first-claBs in classics. Ho becamo 
examining chaplain to Dr. Blom- 
field. Bishop of London, who 
appointed him, in 1842, to the 
rectory of Launton, Oxfordshire, 
whioh he resigned in 1850, on 
becoming a Roman Catholic. Ho 
had previously published n volume 
of sermons, a work, entitled, "Tlio 
Church of England cleared from tho 
char go of Schism, upon testimonies 
of Councils and Fathers of the fb-Bt 
six centuries/’ 1846, 2nd cd., 18dS • 
and " Journal in Franco in 1815 
and 1848, with "Letters from Italy 
in 1847—of Things and Persons 
concerning the Church and Educa¬ 
tion,” 1819. To givo tho grounds 
of his conversion he wrote, " Tho 
Seo of St. Peter, tho Rook of tho 
Church, the Source of Jurisdiction 
and the Centro of Unity/’ 1850; 
preceded by, "Tlio Royal Supre¬ 
macy viewed in reference to the 
£wo Spiritual Powers of Order and 
Jurisdiction,” 1850. Ho has since 
written " St. Teter, his Name and 
Office as set forth in Iloly Scrip- 
toe,” 1852, 2nd ed.., 1871 j "The 
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Formation of Ckristcndon,” 3 parts, 
1865—75 j u Dr. Pusey and the 
Ancient Church,” 1866 j " Per 
Crucom ad Lucem, the Result of a 
Life," 1879 j and several other 
■works. Mr. Allies was appointed 
Secretary to tho Catholic Poor 
School Committeo for Great Britain 
in 1853. 

ALLINGHAM, Mrs. Helen, eldest 
child of Alexander Ilenry Paterson, 
M.D., -was horn near Burton-on- 
Trent, Sept. 26,1818, Tho family 
removed to Altrincham, Cheshire, 
and after Dr. Paterson’s death, to 
Birmingham. At the beginning 
of 18673 Miss Paterson came to 
reside in London tinder the care 
of her aunt. Miss Laura Harford, 
who was an artist, and who, some 
live yearB previously, had practi¬ 
cally opened the schools of the 
Hoyal Academy to women. MisB 
Paterson herself entered the Royal 
Academy schools in April, 1807. 
She afterwards drew on wood for 
several illustrated periodicals, and 
eventually became one of tho regu¬ 
lar staff of the Graphic. She also 
furnished illustrations to novels 
running in the Cornhill Magazine — 
“ Far from the Madding Crowd ” 
and " Miss Angel.” In the inter¬ 
vals of drawing on wood she pro¬ 
duced several water-colour draw¬ 
ings. " May,” "Dangerous Ground,” 
&c., wore exhibited at the Dudley 
Gallery j "The Milkmaid” and 
" Wait for Me ” at the Eoyal Aca¬ 
demy, 1871-. " Young Customers,” 
1875, attracted much attention j as 
did also " Old Men's Gardens, 
Chelsea Hospital,” at tho Old 
Water-Colour Exhibition, 1877. 
Miss Paterson was married, Aug. 22, 
1874, to Mi\ William Allingham. 
In 1875 she was elected an Associate 
of the Eoyal Society of PaintorB in 
Water-Colour. This Society does 
noL admit ladies to the honour of 
full membership. Mrs. Allingham 
has also exhibited M The Harvest 
Moon,” "The Clothes-Line,”"The 
Convalescent,” " The Lady of the 
Manor,” " The Children's Tea," 
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" The Well,” " LosEons,” and many 
scones of English rural life. Among 
her later works arc several portraits 
of Thomas Carlyle. A special ex¬ 
hibition of Mrs, Allingham's draw¬ 
ings was held in 1886 at the rooms 
of the Fine AH Society, and had 
great success. 

ALLINGHAM, “William, was horn 
at Bally Bliannon, on the pictui esque 
Eiver Erne, in the north-west of 
Ireland, a locality to which many 
of his lyrics refer, and where his 
family, originallyEnglish, had been 
settled during many generations. 
After contributing to the Athena- 
wnj Household Words (in the first 
number of which "The Wayside 
Well” appeared), and other perio¬ 
dicals, his first volume, " Poems,” 
was published in I860; in 1854 
appeared " Day and Night Songs,” 
and in 1856 an enlarged edition of 
the same, with illustrations byD. GK 
EoBetti, Millais, and A. Hughes j 
" Laurence Bloomfield in Ireland: a 
Modem Poem, in twelve chapters,” 
first appeared in Fraser's Magazine, 
and subsequently in a volume, I860. 
Mr. Allingham was for some years 
editor of Fraser, to which he also 
contributed many prose articles. A 
volume entitled, "Songs, Poems, 
and Ballads,” was published in 
1877, and contains revised versions 
of many former pieces, with the 
addition of many others "now first 
collected.” In 1883 appeared 
" Evil May-Day,” also u Ashby 
Manor: a Play;” and in 1884, 
" Blackberries.” 

ALLMAN, George James, M.D., 
LL.D.,F.R.C.S,I.,F.R.S,,F.R,9.E.. 
M.R.I.A., F.L.S., corr. M.Z.S.L., 
member of the Royal Dublin So¬ 
ciety, and honorary member of 
various British and foreign so¬ 
cieties, bom at Cork in 1812, was 
educated at the Belfast Academic 
Institution, and graduated in Arts 
and Medicine in the University of 
Dublin. Uis early attachment to 
civil and religious liberty and his 
sense of tho injustice of the laws 
then affoeting Roman Catholics*

caused Mm to throw himself 
warmly into the liberal side of 
Irish polities., and take an active 
interest in the movement, which 
resulted in the passing of the Ca¬ 
tholic Emancipation Act. This di¬ 
rection of his mind to politics 
mainly decided Him in studying 
for the Irish bar His love of bio¬ 
logical scicnco, however, which had 
from an early age taken possession 
of him, proved too strong, and, 
before he had comx>letud the re¬ 
quired number of terms, he gave 
up the study of law for that of 
medicine. In 1811 ho graduated 
in Medicine in the University of 
Dublin, and in the samo year was 
appointed to the .Regius Professor¬ 
ship of Botany in that university, 
when he relinquished all further 
thought of medical practice. In 
1831 he was elected a Fellow of the 
Royal Society, and in 1855 he re¬ 
signed his professorship in the 
University of Dublin on his ap¬ 
pointment to the Regius Profes¬ 
sorship of Natural History in the 
University of Edinburgh, which 
he held until 1870, when the state 
of his health obliged him to resign 
it. Shortly after this the honorary 
degree of LL.D. was conferred on 
him by the University of Edin¬ 
burgh, His chief scientific labours 
have been among the lower mem¬ 
bers of the animal kingdom, to the 
investigation of whoso structure 
and development he has specially 
devoted luinsclf. For his researches 
in this department of biology the 
Royal Society of Edinburgh 
awarded to him in 1872 the Bris¬ 
bane Prize; in the following year 
a Royal Medal was awarded to him 
by the Royal Society of London j 
and in 1878 ho received the Cun¬ 
ningham Gold Modal from tho 
Royal Irish Academy. He was one 
of the Commissioners appointed by 
Government in 1870 to inquire into 
the state of tho Queen’s Colleges 
in Ireland. Soon after hie olcction 
to. the Edinburgh chair he was no¬ 
minated one of tho Commissioners 


of Scottish Fisheries, an honorary 
X>ost which he continued to hold 
until the abolition of tho Board in 
1S81. On the occasion of tho geno j 
ral election in 1874*, tho committee 
for securing tho return of aLiboral 
member for the borough of Bandon 
selected him for nomination, at tho 
same time offering to relieve him 
from the necessity of pledging him¬ 
self on any of tho special questions 
which thon formed a x>roiuinont 
element in Irish politics, but he 
declined the xnoffored honour. The 
samo year, on the resignation of 
Mr. Bentham, ho was oloctod to 
tho presidency of tho Limioan So¬ 
ciety, a post whioh he hold until 
1883, when he resigned it in favour 
of Sir J\ Lubbock. In 1878 lie was 
elected Presidont of the British 
Association for tho Advancement 
of Science at the meeting hold at 
Sheffield in 1870. On the comx>lc- 
tion of tho exploring voyage of tho 
" Challenger/’ tho largo collection 
of Hydroida made during that 
great expedition was assigned to 
him for determination and descrip¬ 
tion—a servico which ho had al¬ 
ready performed for the Hydroida 
collected during the exploration of 
the Gulf Stream under tho direction 
of tho United Stales Government. 
Results of his original investiga¬ 
tions arc contained in memoirs 
published in tho Philosophical 
Transactions, tho Transactions of 
tho Royal Society of Edinburgh, 
the Transactions of the Royal Lrish 
Academy, and the Transactions of 
the Linnean and Zoological Socio¬ 
ties of London $ as well as in Re¬ 
ports presented to the British As¬ 
sociation for tho Advancement of 
Science, to the Mus, Comp. Zool. 
Harvard University, and to tho 
Commission of the "Challenger” 
Exploration; and in communica¬ 
tions to theAnnalaofNatvmllXistory, 
the Quarterly Journal of Microscopic 
Science , and other scientific jour¬ 
nals . His more elaborate works are

ALLOH, The Rev Heniy, B D,

A 
deputation immediately proceeded 
to Florence to convey to tho Buko 
of Aosta tho offer of the crown, 
which he formally accex^ted Bee, 4, 
1870. The young king landed at 
Cartagena on Deo. 30, the very day 
Marshal Prim expired from the 
wounds received at tho hands of 
an assassin a few hours previously. 
His reign was a brief and troublous 
one. He was unpopular with the 
masses of tho Spanish people, whose 
dislike to foreigners is a marked 
trait in their character j and his 
position, which had never been se¬ 
cure, became extremely dangerous 
in the aummov of 1872, when a 
Carlist rising took xdace in the 
northern provinces, and an insur¬ 
rection broke out almost simul¬ 
taneously among the Bailors and 
the workmen in the arsenal at 
Ferrol, who hoisted the red flag, 
and for some time set the govern¬ 
ment at defiance. On the 19th of 
June in that year an unsuccessful 
attempt to assassinate the King and 
CJuoen was made by five men, who 
posted themselves in the Gallo 
Arnal in Madrid, and fired upon 
tho carriage of their Majesties. At 
length Amadeo prudently resolved 
to abdicate. On Feb. 11, 1873, he 
addressed to the Corlea a message, 
in whioh he stated that in con¬ 
sequence of the incessant struggles 
of contending parties his offorts to 
give peaco and prosperity to the 
country must prove futile, and 
that therefore ho had determined 
to depose the crown, The very next 
day the Duke and his oonsort loft 
Madrid, and proceeded first to Lis¬ 
bon, and thence to Genoa, where 
they landed on the 9th of Maroh. 
The Duke arrived in Florenoe on 
tho 16tli, Immediately on his re¬ 


turn from Spain he resumed the 
status of an Italian citizen. On 
March 14,1873, his Royal Highness 
was again enrolled in the list of 
Senators ; and in the Chamber of 
Deputies, SignorSella,the Minister 
of Finance, presented a bill for re¬ 
storing to him his allowance from 
the civil list, viz,, 400,000 lire. The 
bill passed almost unanimously. 
At this period, also. King Victor 
Emmanuel conferred on the Duke 
of Aosta the rank of lieutenant- 
general. The Duke married. May 
30, 1867, the Princess Mary (born 
Aug. 9, 1847), daughter of Prince 
Charles Emmanuel del Pozzo della 
Cistema (she died Nov. 7, 1876) ,* 
and has three sons, Emmanuel 
Philibert Victor Eugene Albert 
Genova Joseph Mary, Duke of Ai>u- 
lia, born Jan. 13,1869 ; Victor Em¬ 
manuel Turin John Mary, Count of 
Turin, born Nov. 24, 1870: and 
Louis Amadeus Joseph Mary Ferdi¬ 
nand Francis, horn Jan. 31, 1873. 

AMARI, Michele, was born at 
Palermo, July 7, 1800. Having 
obtained a knowledge of English, 
he published at Palermo, in 1832, a 
translation of Sir Walter Scott’s 
"Marmion” His "Guerra dol 
VeBpro Sioiliano,” in 1842, was sup* 
pressed, and Arnari was ordered to 
repair to Naples. Instead, how¬ 
ever, in doing bo, he took refuge in 
France, where he wrote "A History 
of the Mussulmans in Sicily.” In 
1818 ho returned to Palermo, hav¬ 
ing been apxiointed Professor of 
Public Law, and shortly afterwards 
was elected Vice-President of the 
Committee of War. He was sent 
on a diplomatic mission by the pro¬ 
visional government to England 
and France. While at Paris ho 
published a pamphlet, entitled* 
" La Sieile et les Bourbons,” 1849, 
relating to the rights of the Neapo¬ 
litan sovereign and the Sicilians. 
On the resumption of hostilities, 
he returned to Palermo in 1849, 
but the cause of the Sicilians was 
by that time hopeless, and Signor 
Amori hastened back to the French 
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capital, where ho devoted. himself 
to literary pursuits until I860, 
when lie was enablod to return to 
his native country. In tho follow¬ 
ing year King Victor Emmanuel 
conferred upon him the rank of 
senator. He gave his support to 
Count Cavour, tlirough whose inte¬ 
rest he was appointed President of 
the Lieutenancy of Sicily, with 
the portfolio of Finance ; and sub¬ 
sequently Governor of Modena. 
In 1802 he become Minister of 
Public Instruction. Signor Ainari 
has contributed many papers on 
tbe language and history of the 
Arabs to the Revue archdologique 
and La Jovnurl asiaiique. Ho has 
also published an English trans¬ 
lation of tho " Solwan ” of Ibn 
Djafer, His " History of the Sici¬ 
lian Vespers/’ mentioned above, 
was translated into English by 
Lord Ellesmere. In 1S71, Signor 
Araari was elected one of the 
foreign members of tbo French 
Academy, and in 1875 be received 
the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy and Literature from 
the University of Leyden. He was 
president of the Congress of Orien¬ 
talists held at Florence in Sept. 
1878. 

ANDERDON, The Rev. William 
Henry, S.J., an English divine of 
the Roman Catholic communion, 
was born in Spring Gardens, Lon¬ 
don, Dec. 26,1810, and is a nephew 
of Cardinal Manning. After taking 
orders in the Established Church, 
he was presented in 1840 to the 
vicarage of St. Margaret’s with 
Knighton, Leicester, but resigned 
that living in 1850, and the same 
year was received, at Paris, into 
the Roman Catholic Church. He 
then studied theology in Romo, 
and in 1863 was ordained piuest. 
From 1856 to 186 i he held office in 
the Catholic University, Dublin. 
He received his degree of D.D. 
from Romo in 18G9, but ceased to 
be so designated on entering the 
Society of Jesus, in which, after 
the usual Wo years’ noviciate, he 


took the first vows in 1874. Father 
Anderdon has-acquired consider¬ 
able reputation as a preacher and 
writer on Church history and con¬ 
troversy. He is at present on tho 
staff of the Jesuit church of the 
Holy Name, Manchester. Since 
joining the Roman Catholic Church 
he has edited " St. Francis and tho 
Franciscans,” and "Purgatory Sur¬ 
veyed,” and has written tho fol¬ 
lowing works, many of which have 
passed through soveral editions in 
England or America, some being 
translated into French and Ger¬ 
man :—“ Boimeval, a Story of the 
Fronde,” 1 857 ; “ Owen Evans, the 
Catholic Crusoe,” 1862 j "After¬ 
noons with the Saints,” 1863; "In 
tho Snow: Tales of Mount St, 
Bernard,” 1866 j " Tho Seven Ages 
of Clarowell,” 18G7; f * The Chris¬ 
tian 1871 j "Is Ritualism 

Honest P ” 1877 ; ff Bractou ” (ft 
Tale of 1812), 1881 ; " Fasti Apos- 
tolici,” a chronological work, 1882 ;

,f Luther,” 1884 ; and various pam¬ 
phlets and articles in the Dublin 
Review j tho Month , the Irish Monthly , 
and Merry England. Ho is engaged 
in preparing for the press a volumo 
of history: "Britain's Faithboforo 
the Saxon believed.” 

ANDERSON, Elizabeth Garrett-, 
M.D., eldest daughter of Newsom 
Garrett, Esq., of Aldoburgh, Suf¬ 
folk, was born in London in 1837, 
and educated at homo, and at a 
private school. Miss Elizabeth 
Garrett began to study medicine 
at Middlesex Hospital in I860; 
completed tho modical curriculum 
at St. Andrew's, Edinburgh, and 
tho London Hospital; and passed 
the examination at Apothecaries’ 
Hall, receiving the diploma of 
L.S.A. in Oct. 1865. Slio was 
appointed Goncral Medical At¬ 
tendant to St. Mary’s Dispensary 
in June, 18GG; obtained tho de¬ 
gree of M.D. from the University 
of Paris in 1870, and in tho same 
year was appointed one of tho 
visiting physicians to tho East 
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Loudon Hospital for Children and 
Dispensary for Women. On Nov. 
29, 1870, Miss Garrett was elected 
a member of the London School 
Board, boing returned by a large 
majority at tho head of the poll 
for Marylebone. She was married 
Feb. 9,1871, to Mr. I. G, S. Ander¬ 
son, of the Orient lino of steam¬ 
ships to Australia. In 1872, Mrs. 
Anderson aided in tho establish¬ 
ment and organization of the New 
Hospital for Women, 222, Maryle¬ 
bone Road, of which the acting 
medical staff is composed entirely 
of women. Mrs. Anderson has 
been for some years its Senior 
Yisiting Physician. She is also 
Dean and Lecturer on Medicine at 
the London School of Medicine for 
Women, Brunswick Square. She 
is on the Councils of Queon’s Col¬ 
lege and of Bedford College, and 
of the North London Collegiate 
School for Girls. In 1885 she 
visited Australia and spent several 
months in New South Wales. Mrs. 
Garrett - Anderson continues to 
practise in London as a physician 
for women and children. She has 
written various papers on medical 
and social questions. 

ANDERSON, Mary, American ac¬ 
tress, was born at Sacramento, Cali¬ 
fornia, 28 July, 1859. Her parents 
moved to Kentucky whon she was 
only six months old, and her home 
was at Louisville in that State 
until she went on the stage in her 
seventeenth year. Her first repre¬ 
sentation was as Juliet , 27 Nov. 
1875, and her youth and beauty 
compensating for her look of dra¬ 
matic training, she had a most 
marked success. After travelling 
for a few years in the South and 
West she made her appearance 
before Eastern audiences in tho 
large seaboard cities in 1880, where 
she was as warmly received as she 
had previously been in smaller 
places. Her career from the first 
has boon one of unchecked pros¬ 
perity, and few ootors have mot 
with more popular favour than 


has Miss Anderson. She has twice 
visited England, once in 1879, on 
pleasure only, and again in 1881-85, 
professionally, when she played at 
the^ Lyceum Theatre, during Mr. 
Irving’s absence in America. It 
was during this last visit that the 
Memorial Theatre at Stratford-on- 
Avon was opened by Miss Andei*3on 
as Ito8amoivH in "As You Like It,” 
and her portrait in that character 
forms one of the panels in the 
theatre. Her principal parts have 
been Juliatj Bianca (in " Fazio ”), 
Julia (in "The Hunchback”), 
]3vadno t Meg Mennliee , Pauline (in 
"Lady of Lyons”), Galatea, Clarice 
(in rr Comedy and Tragedy”), Par - 
thenia and Rosamond. Her home 
is near Long Branch, not far from 
New York. 

ANDERSON, Lieutenant-General 
William Warden, second son of the 
late Sir George Anderson, K.C.B., 
Governor of the Mauritius and of 
Ceylon, was bom at Surat, in India, 
1821, and appointed cornet in the 
2nd Bombay Lancers in 1810. He 
served through the Punjaub cam¬ 
paign of 1818 j and was jure sent at 
the siege and capture of Mooltan, 
as well as the siege of Awah and of 
Kotah, 1867. He served through¬ 
out the Indian Mutiny, 1867, and 
was severely wounded in the 
engagement with the rebels at 
Gwalior. From 1858 to 1867, he 
acted as Assistant-Political Resi¬ 
dent, and Superintendent of the 
Guicowar’s contingent of horse, in 
Katywar. From 1867 to 1874 he 
was Political Agent in that pro¬ 
vince. He was promoted to brevet- 
major for services at Gwalior, 
against the robels, 1857, and was 

laced on tho reserve list in 1874, 

aving served his full time for the 
rank of colonel. He received the 
thanks of tho Governor-General 
of India more than once, for the 
efficient manner in which he had 
discharged the duties of Political 
Agent in Katywar. 

ANDRASBY (Count), Julius, a 
Hungarian statesman, born at Zem * 
n 
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plm, on March. 8, 1823, the son of 
Count Charles Andrassy, whose 
efforts to promote the scientific and 
industrial progress of his country 
are well known. lie succeeded his 
father (who died in 1&45) as Presi¬ 
dent of the Society fo * Regulating* 
the Course of the River Theiss; 
and was returned l)y his native 
town to the Diet of 1817, where he 
rose to distinction in conaequenco 
of his oratorical powers and poli¬ 
tical tact. To the revolutionary 
movement of 1818 he lent all his 
influence j and, after the Hungarian 
Government had fled to Dobreczin, 
in 1819, he was despatched on a 
mission to the Porte. On the de¬ 
feat of the revolution he went into 
exile, and resided in Prance and 
England until the general amnesty 
of 1857 enabled him to return to 
his native country. Being elected 
a member of the Hungarian Diet 
in lbGO, he gave a hearty support 
to the Detik party, and was nomi¬ 
nated Vice-President. On the re¬ 
organization of the Austrian 
empire, and the constitution of a 
Hungarian ministry in 1867, he 
was appointed Prime Minister of 
Hungary, and charged with the 
department of the defence of the 
country. Among the principal 
events of his Administration were 
the civil and political emancipation 
of the Jews, and the raising of a 
largo sum of money to extend and 
complete the railway Bystein in 
Hungary. At the general election of 
1809 he was unanimously returned, 
by the electors of Pesth, to tho 
Hungarian Chamber of Representa¬ 
tives, Count Andrassy succeeded 
CountBeust as Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, Nov. 14*, 1871, when he re¬ 
tired from the post of President of 
the Ministry at Pesth. The Em¬ 
peror of Austria conferred on Count 
Andrassy the Order of the Golden 
Fleece, Jan, 1, 1878. He was the 
first plenipotentiary of Austria at 
the Congress of Berlin (June— 
July, 1878). Count Andrassy 
TOtired from office in Aug. 1879, 


ANGUS, Joseph, D.D., was bom 
Jan. 16, 1816, at Bolam, Northum¬ 
berland, and educated at "King's 
College, Stepney College, and 
Edinburgh, where ho graduated 
in 1836, talcing the first prizes in 
nearly all his classes. Ho was 
appointed Secretary of tho Baptist 
Missionary Society in 1840, and 
President of Stepney College in 
1819, which college was removed 
to Regent’s Park in 1857. Dr. 
Angus, who waB for several years 
English Examiner to the Uni¬ 
versity of London, and to tlio 
Indian Civil Service, is the author 
of tlio " Handbook of the Bible,” 
tf Handbook of the English 
Tongue,” ff English Literature,” 
"Christ our Life,” and several 
other works. Ho has also edited 
Butler’s te Analogy and Sermons,” 
with notes, ancl Ur, Way land's 
"Moral Science.” Ho was a 
member of the Now Testamout 
Company for the Revision of tho 
Scriptures, and for ten years a 
member of tho London School 
Board. In recent years the col¬ 
lege at Regent’s Park has made 
provisions for largely extending its 
work j and the sum of .£30,000 has 
just been contributed to it through 
Dr. Angus, for increasing its 
efficiency. Special chairs are 
founded, and mere than one 
lectureship has been established. 

ANNANDALE, Thomas, F.R.S.E., 
was bom at Nowcastlo-on-Tyne, 
Feb. 2, 1838/ and educated at 
tho Newcastle Infirmary, and tho 
University of Edinburgh. He 
became private assistant to the 
late Professor Symo, Demonstrator 
of Anatomy in the University of 
Edinburgh, and Surgeon and Lec¬ 
turer on Surgery to the Edinburgh 
Royal Infirmary. His high repu¬ 
tation as a 2 >ractical and operating 
surgeon and teacher of surgery led 
to his appointment in Oct. 1877, 
as Regius Professor of Clinical Sur¬ 
gery in the University of Edin¬ 
burgh. He is the author of w The 
Malformations, Diseases, and In- 
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juries of the Fingers and Toes, and 
their Surgical Treatment,” 1805, 
being the Jacksonian Prize Essay 
of the Royal College of Surgeons df 
London for JSGlj "Abstracts of 
Surgical Principles,” 18G8—70,2nd 
edit., 3870j "Clinical Surgical 
Lectures,” 1874—75, reported in the 
Medical Times and British Medi¬ 
cal Journal ; "On the Pathology 
and Operative Treatment of Hip 
Disease,” 1876 j and numerous con¬ 
tributions to professional perio¬ 
dicals. 

AOSTA, Duke of. See Amadeus. 

ARABI, Ahmed, the leader of 
the military insurrection in Egypt, 
•was born of a fellah family, resi¬ 
dent in a small village in the pro¬ 
vince of Charkich, in the east orn 
portion of Lower Egypt, nearly on 
the borders of the desert. He was 
enlisted in the army during the 
reign of Said Pasha, who initiated 
tihe system of replacing the foreign 
officers by native Egyptians. Arabi 
was one of those thus selected, and 
he rose rapidly in rank ; but the 
Vicoroy was capricious, and one day 
ho had Arabi punished with somo 
hundred blows of a stick, and rele¬ 
gated him to half-pay. Arabi, who 
had learned to read and write, and 
had compatriots at Ezher, the reli¬ 
gious university of Cairo, went 
thither to study science, and al¬ 
though ho could not complete a 
course which requires about twenty 
years to accomplish, he learnt suf¬ 
ficient to enable him to pass for a 
savant among his colleagues in the 
army. Ismail Pasha roslored him 
to the army, and from this time 
Arabi was regardedby his Egyptian 
colleagues as a x>ions and loarned 
man, his conduct being, according 
to Mussulman morality, irreproach¬ 
able. He married the daughter of 
the nurse of El Harni Pasha, son of 
Abbas Pasha, who had been brought 
up in the Prinoo's palace: this af¬ 
forded him somewhat of a com¬ 
petence. During the Abyssinian 
campaign he managed to have the 
^charge of the transport, and re¬ 


mained at Massama to forward the 
convoys. After the campaign he 
was employed in the transport of 
sugar* from the Khedive^ factories 
in Upper Egypt, and having a 
quarrel with the manager of the 
Khedive’s property, he returned to 
Cairo, and was again replaced in 
the army, being at the time lieu¬ 
tenant-colonel. He became the in¬ 
timate counsellor of Ali Bey El 
Roubi, who was the means of raising 
Arabi from his obscurity. During 
the years 1876-8 he organised a sort 
of secret society among the fellah 
officers, which was not noticed, in 
consequence of the events that were 
then engaging the attention of the 
Khedive and the State, Some weeks 
previous to the coup d'etat of Ismail 
Pasha against the European Minis¬ 
try, several officers, among whom 
were Arabi mid El Roubi, went to 
Ali Pasha Mouhorok, a fellah of 
Cliarkifch, and proposed to place 
him at their head to overthrow the 
Khedive and the European Minis¬ 
try. Ali Pasha Moubarok, who was 
a mombor of the Ministry of Wilson 
and Blignif»ros, related the whole 
to the Khedive, who had an inter- 
view with the society of El Roubi 
and Arabi, and with their aid mule 
the famous revolution which 
brought about the fall of the Euro¬ 
pean Ministry of 1879. Ismail 
Pasha would doubtless have sup¬ 
pressed the society had ho remained 
a week or a fortnight longer in 
Egypt. At the accession of Tewfik, 
the bulk of the public were yet ig¬ 
norant of the name of Arabi. In a 
short time afterwords the Khedive 
made him colonel and entrusted 
him with a regiment. Ali Bey El 
Roubi was sent to Mansourah as 
President of the Tribunal of First 
Instance j but the conspiracy could 
not be destroyed, especially because 
no one in the Government, except 
perhaps the Khedive himself, con¬ 
sidered that it had any real im¬ 
portance. At this time began 
the intrigues of the ex-Khedive, of 
Halim Pasha, and the Porte, and 
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each party endeavoured to get hold 
of the only power that appeared to 
remain in Egypt, that is to say, 
this conspiracy of officers, which 
had drawn to it a large number of 
non-commissioned officers, and even 
of soldiers, by promising them an 
increase of pay, with better clothing 
and rations. The tactics of Arabi 
were to awaken the interest of the 
people in the movement wkioh he 
■was preparing, and to which he 
gave the name of " The Awakening 
of the National Party.” In Sept. 
1881 Arabi appeared at the head of 
a military and popular revolt, com¬ 
pelling the Khedive, Tewfik Pasha, 
to dismiss his former Ministry, and 
to convene a sort of Parliament 
called the Assembly of Notables, 
which met about the beginning of 
1882. The affair of Sept. 8 resulted 
in the overthrow of Rinz Pasha’s 
Administration, which wn s unpopu¬ 
lar because it was supposed to be 
too deferential to certain foreign 
interests. Sheriff Pasha, who was 
thereupon appointed Prime Minis¬ 
ter, pledged the Khedive to estab¬ 
lish a Parliamentary Government. 
A manifesto was issued by the 
"National Party M on Dec. 18,1881, 
containing an exposition of their 
views and p urposes. They professed 
loyalty to the Sultan both as Im¬ 
perial Suzerain and as Caliph of 
the Mussulman community, but 
would never suffer Egypt to be re¬ 
duced to a Turkish Pashalic, and 
they claimed the guarantee of Eng¬ 
land and of Europe for the admin¬ 
istrative independence of Egypt. 
They also professed loyalty to the 
Khedive, but would not acquiesce 
in a despotic rule, and they insisted 
upon his promise to govern by the 
advice of a representative assembly. 
At the beginning of 1882 the Khe¬ 
dive and Sheriff Pasha called to¬ 
gether the Assembly of Notables. 
Arabi was then appointed Under¬ 
secretary for the War Department, 
and was raised to the rank of Pasha. 
The Assembly of Notables wanted 
to vote the budget. This claim was 


refused by the Khedive's Govern¬ 
ment on account of the financial 
Controllers, and hence arose the 
Egyptian crisis. Arabi and the 
army had, however, a monopoly of 
power. The Khedive was forced to 
accept a National Ministry, and the 
Organic Law, adopted in defiance of 
the protests of the Controllers, 
placed the budget in the hands of 
the Notables, thus subverting the 
authority of England and Prance 
embodied in the Control. Arabi, 
now substantially Dictator, and 
supported almost undisguisedly by 
the Sultan, proceeded to more 
daring measures. Eventually the 
English Government felt obliged 
to intervene by armed force. Then 
followed the bombardment of Alex¬ 
andria by the fleet under the com¬ 
mand of Sir Beauchamp Seymour 
July 11, 1882), and subsoquoutly 
Sept. 13), the decisive defeat of 
Arabi and his army nt Tul-ol-Kobir 
by the British troops under Sir 
Garnet Wolseloy. Arabi and his 
lieutenant, Toulba Pasha, fled to 
Cairo, where they surrendered to 
General Drury Lowe. It was in¬ 
tended at first to charge An*abi with 
murder and incendiarism, but he 
was actually brought to trial on the 
simple charge of rebellion (Dec. 3). 
He pleaded guilty, and was con¬ 
demned to death, bfit immediately 
afterwards the sentence was com¬ 
muted by the Khedive to perpetual 
exile from Egypt and its depen¬ 
dencies. Ceylon having been chosen 
as the place of banishment, Arabi, 
with other loaders in the rebellion, 
were landed at Colombo, Jan. 10 t 
1883. 

ARCH, Joseph, loader of tho 
agricultural labourers* movement, 
was bom at Barford,Warwickshire, 
Nov. 10, 1826. His father was a 
labourer, and he himself had, from 
an early age, to work for his living 
in the fields, He married the 
daughter of a mechanic, and at her 
suggestion he added to his slender 
stock of book learning. Ho used 
often to sit up late at night reading 
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books, whilst smoking his pipe by 
the kitchen file In this way he 
contnved to acqune tome know¬ 
ledge of logic, mensuiation, and 
buiveymg He likewise peiuscd a 
huge nuuiboi of leligious woikb, 
and loi some yeais he occupied a 
good deal of his spue tune m 
pleaching among the Piiuntive 
Methodists When the movement 
aiose among the agiicultuial la- 
bouieis, he became its lecogmsed 
leadei In 1872 ho founded the 
National Agiicultuial Labouieis* 
Union, of which he became piesi- 
dent Ho went thiough the pun- 
cipal agiicultuial distiicta of Eng¬ 
land, addiobsmg uowded meetings 
of the labouimg (lasses, and aftei - 
wnids he visited Canada to inquire 
into the questions of labour and 
omigiation Having once 01 twice 
offeied himself unsuccessfully as a 
candidate foi a seat in Pai Lament, 
Mi Aich was elected m 1885 
Lib Dial member foi Noifch-i\est 
Noifolk, but aftei the dissolution 
of 18bG, lie was defeated by his 
foimei Consoi vative opponent, 
Loid Homy Bentmok 

AROHER, James, was bom m 
Edinbuigh, June 10, 1821, and 
educated at the High School m 
that city He leceived his ait 
education in the school founded by 
the HonouiabletBoaid of Tiustees 
for Manulactuies m Scotland, and 
was appointed an Associate of the 
Royal Scottish Academy in 1850, 
and a full Academician in 1858 
Mi Aiohei, who loft Scotland foi

ARCHIBALD, The Hon Sir Adams 
George, LLD, KCMG, QC, 
P C ,formerlyLieutenant-Goveinoi 
of the Piovince of Nova Scotia, 
Dominion of Canada, wftb bom at 
Tiuio, N S , May 18, 1811 He 
was educated at Pictou Academy, 
and called to the bai in 1839 Ho 
became Solicitoi-Geneial in the 
government of Nova Scotia in 1856, 
and Attomey-Geneial foiu yeaiB 
latei He was a delegate to Eng¬ 
land m 1857, to asceitam the views 
of the BntiBh Government on the 
question of the union of the Noith 
Amencan Piovinces, and took an 
active pait m the subsequent con- 
faiencea on that subject m Canada, 
bemg piesent m London with 
the delegation which m 1866 *u- 
langed the temis of Confedeiation 
He was made a member of the 
Canadian Pnvy Council m 1867, 
and the same yeai seived as Secie- 
taiy of State foi the Piovmces, 
Piom May, 1870, until May, 1873, 
he was Lieut -Governoi of Mani¬ 
toba and the Noxth-west Tem- 
tones, and upon lesigmng that 
position was appointed Judge in 
Equity in his native piovince 
Upon the death of the Hon Joseph 
Howe, he was appointed his suc- 
cessoi m the Lieut-Govemoi ship 
of Nova Scotia, and was cieated a 
Companion of the Oidei of St 
Michael and St Gcoige He le- 
signod the Liout -Goveinoislnp in 
1883 In 1881 he loccivcd the 
degiee of LL D from King's Col¬ 
lege, Wrndsoi, and in 1885 was 
made KCMG In the lattei yeai 
he became a Govemoi of Dalliousie 
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University, and was oliosen Chair¬ 
man of the Board of Governors, 

ARDITI, Luigi, a musical com¬ 
poser, hom July 22, 1822, at Cres- 
centino. Piedmont, was educated as 
a violinist at the Conservatoire at 
Milan, After filling the post of 
musical conductor in various places 
in Italy and Amerioa, where he re¬ 
mained ten years, he came to Lon¬ 
don ^ in 1857, and was appointed 
musical director at Her Majesty’s 
Theatre. Since that time he lias 
conducted Italian opera and othor 
music at other great theatres and 
concert-rooms up to tho present 
day. Whilst in Constantinople, 
lie received from the Sultan the 
Order of the Medjidic in acknow¬ 
ledgment of his talent as a com¬ 
poser, In addition to numerous 
songs composed by Signor Arditi, 
may be mentioned the opera " La 
Spin/’ written in New York in 
185G j " II Eaoio,” written in Lon¬ 
don ; and various pieces for the 
violin. 

ARGYLL (Duke of), His Grace 
George Douglas Campbell, K.T., 
only surviving son of the seventh 
duke, was born at Ardencaple 
Castle, Dumbartonshire, in 1823, 
and, before he had succeeded his 
father, in April, 1817, had become 
known as an author, politician, and 
public speaker. As Marquis of 
Lome he took an active part in the 
controversy in the Presbyterian 
Church of Scotland relating to 
patronage, and was looked upon by 
Dr. Chalmers as an important and 
valuable adherent. As early as 
18*1*2 he published a pamphlet 
which exhibited considerable liter¬ 
ary ability, under the title of " A 
Letter to the Peers from a Peer’s 
Son,” His brochure , "On the Duty 
and Necessity of Immediate Legis¬ 
lative Interposition in behalf of 
the Church of Scotland, as deter¬ 
mined by Considerations of Consti¬ 
tutional Law,” was an historical 
view of that Church, particularly 
in reference to its constitutional 
power in ecclesiastical matters. In 


the course of the same year ho 
published "A Letter to the Rev. 
Thomas Chalmers, D.D., on the 
Present Position of Church Affairs 
in Scotland, and the Causes which 
have led to it.” In this pamphlet 
he vindicated the right of the 
Church to legislate for itself; but 
condemned the I’reo Church move¬ 
ment then in agitation among cer¬ 
tain mombers of tho General As¬ 
sembly; maintaining tho position 
taken up in his f< Letter to tho 
Peers,” and oxprosBing liis dissent 
from the extreme view embodied in 
the statement of Dr. Chalmers, 
that “lay patronago and tho in¬ 
tegrity of the spiritual indepen¬ 
dence of the Church has been 
proved to be, like oil and water, 
immiscible.” In 1818 the Duke 
published an essay, critical and 
historical, on the ecclesiastical his¬ 
tory of Scotland Binco the Inform¬ 
ation, entitled "Presbytery Ex¬ 
amined.” It was a careful expan¬ 
sion of his earlier writings, and 
was favourably received. His Grace 
was a frequent speaker in the 
House of Peers on such subjects as 
Jewish Emancipation, the ScoLtieh 
Marriage Bill, the Corrupt Prac¬ 
tices at Elections Bill, the Sugar 
Duties, Foreign .Affairs, the Eccle¬ 
siastical Titles Bill, tlic Scottish 
Law of Entail, and the Repeal of 
the Paper Duties. During the ad¬ 
ministration of Lord John Russell 
ho gave tho government a general 
support, at the same time identify¬ 
ing his political views with those 
of the Liberal Conservatives. Ilia 
Grace actively interested himself 
in all questions affecting Scottish 
interests brought beforo Lho Legis¬ 
lature, especially in the affairs of 
the Church of Scotland. In 1851 
he was elected Chancellor of tho 
University of St. Andrews. In 
1852 he accepted office in tho Cabi¬ 
net of the Earl of Aberdeen, as 
Lord Privy Soal. On the breaking- 
up of that ministry, in February, 
1855, in consequence of tho seces-' 
pipp of Lord John Russoll, and tho 
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appointment of Mr. Roebuck’s 
Committco of Inquiry into the 
state of the British army before 
Sebastopol, his Grace retained the 
same office under the Premiership 
of Lord Palmerston. In the latter 
part of 1855 he resigned the Privy 
Weal, and became Postmaster- 
General. In Lord Palmerston's 
Cabinet of 1859 the Duke resumed 
the office of Lord Privy Seal, which 
he exchanged for that of Post¬ 
master-General on Lord Elgin 
being sent, in 1800, on his second 
special mission to China. lie was 
re-appointed Lord Privy Seal in 
18G0, was elected Rector of the 
University of Glasgow in Nov. 
1851 i presided over the twenty- 
fifth annual meeting of the British 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science, held at Glasgow, in 
Sept. 1855 j and was elected Presi¬ 
dent of the Royal Society of Edin¬ 
burgh in 18G1. On the formation 
of Mr. Gladstone’s Cabinet, in Dec. 
18G8, he was appointed Secretary 
of State for India, and he held that 
position till the downfall of the 
Liberal Government in Feb. 1874. 
In the ensuing session lie warmly 
supported tho measure introduced 
and carriod by tho Conservative 
Government for the transfer from 
individuals to congregations of the 
patronage in the Church of Scot¬ 
land. He was appointed Lord 
Privy Seal for the third time in 
May, 1880, on Mr. Gladstone re¬ 
turning to power. That post he 
held till April, 1881, when he re¬ 
signed it, in consequence of a dif¬ 
ference with his colleagues in the 
Cabinet concerning some of the 
provisions of the Irish Land Bill. 
In announcing tho circumstance to 
the House of Lords (April 8) he 
stated tlifbt in consequence of cer- 
tpip provisions of the Bill which, 
in his view, put the ownership of 
Irish property in commission and 
abeyance, he had folt obliged to 
resign his office in the Government, 
and his resignation had been ac- 
peptod by Her Majesty. Winpo 
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that time the Duke has taken an 
important part, hy speech and pen, 
in political controversy, taking 
the Whig side \ especially on the 
questions of Home Rule and those 
arising out of the Crofter agitation. 
His Grace iB Hereditary Master of 
the Queen’s Household in Scotland, 
Chancellor of the University of St. 
Andrews, a Trustee of the British 
Museum, and Hereditary Sheriff 
and Lord-Lieutenant of Argyllshire. 
In 18G6 His Grace published " The 
Reign of Law/’ which has passed 
through numerous editions; in 18G9 
" Primeval Man ; an Examination 
of some Recent Speculations ** j in 
1870 a small work on the History 
and Antiquities of Iona, of which 
island his Grace is proprietor j in 
1874 "The Patronago Act of 1874 
all that was asked in 1813, being a 
Reply to Mi*. Taylor Irnies j " in 
1877 (for tho Cobden Club) obser¬ 
vations " On tho Important Ques¬ 
tion involved in the Relation of 
Landlord and Tenant j" in 1879 
" Tho Eastern Question, from the 
Treaty of Paris to the Treaty 
of Berlin, and to the second Afghan 
War,” 2 vols., and in 1884 " The 
Unity of Nature/’ a work on the 
Philosophy of Religion $ being a 
sequel to the "Reign of Law.” His 
latest work is an eBsay on "The 
Progress of the Highlands” (1S8G). 
He married first, in 1844, the 
eldest daughter of the second 
Duke of Sutherland (she died 
May 25, 1878) j and secondly, in 
1881, Amelia Maria, eldest daughter 
of Dr. Claughton, Bishop of Sfc, 
Alban’s, and widow of Colonel 
Augustus Henry Arohibald Anson. 
His Grace’s eldest son, the Marquis 
of Lome, married in 1871, the 
Princess Louise. (See Lornb.) 

ARMITAGE, Edward, R.A., on 
historical and mural painter, de¬ 
scended from an ancient Yorkshire 
family, was bom in London, May 
20, 1817, and educated in Prance 
and Germany. In 1837 he entered 
the studio of Paul Delaroche at 
Paris, apd ho wps selected by thp.il 
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master to assist him in the decora¬ 
tion of the " Hemicyele ” at the 
School of Pine Arts. Three years 
later Mr, Armitage sent a large 
picture of "Prometheus Bound” 
to the Paris Exhibition of Living 
Painters. To the Cartoon Exhibi¬ 
tion at Westminster Ilall in the 
following year he contributed" The 
Landing of Julius Ceesar in 
Britain,” which took a first-class 
prize of JB300. In 1811 he was a 
contributor to the Westminster 
Hall Exhibition of works in fresco, 
but not with similar success, re¬ 
ceiving no prize. At the third 
competition in 1845 he was more 
successful, taking a ,£200 prize for 
a cartoon and coloured design, 
"The Spirit of Religion;” and, 
finally, in 1847, another first prize 
of .£500 was awarded to him for an 
oil picture, " The Battle of 
Meanee,” now the property of the 
Queen. After this Mr. Armitage 
went to Rome, where he remained 
one year. During the war with 
Russia he visited the Crimea, and 
the result was two pictures, " The 
Heavy Cavalry Charge of Bala- 
klava,” and "The Stand of the 
Guards at Inkermann.” In 1858 
he produced a colossal figure, 
entitled "Retribution,” allegorical 
of the suppression and punishment 
of the Indian mutiny. In the 
Upper Waiting Hall of the Palace 
of Westminster he has executed 
two experimental frescoes, " The 
Thames with its Tributaries,” and 
99 The Death of Marmion; ” and in 
the Roman Catholic Church of St, 
John at Islington, lie painted " St, 
Prancis and his early followers 
before Pope Innocent III.,” and 
decorated the apse with figures of 
Christ and the Twelve Apostles. 
In 1809 he was engaged upon the 
monochrome series of wall-paint¬ 
ings in University Hall, Gordon 
Square. Mr. Armitage was elected 
AiR,A. in 18G7, R.A. fn Dec. 1872; 
and was appointed Professor and 
Lecturer on Painting to the Royal 
Academy in 1875, To the annual 


exhibitions of that body be has 
been a regular contributor since 
18J8. 

ARMSTEAD, Henry Hugh, R.A., 
sculptor, was born in London, 
June 18, 1828, and received his 
artistic education at tho School of 
Design, Somerset House, Leigh's 
School, Maddox Street, Mr. Carey’s 
School, and the Royal Academy. 
Among his masters were Mr. 
McManus, Mr. Herbert, R.A., Mr. 
Bailoy, R.A„ Mr. Leigh, and Mr. 
Carey. As a designer, modeller, 
and chaser for Bilver, gold, and 
jewellery, and a draughtsman on 
wood, be has executed a large 
number of works. Among those in 
silver, the most important are tlio 
"Charles Kean Testimonial,” the 
"St. George's Vase,” "Doncaster 
Race Plate,” the " Tennyson Vase ” 
(Silver Medal obtained for that 
and other works in Paris, 1855), 
and the "Packington Shield,” 
His last important work in silver 
(for which the Medal from the 
1862 Exhibition was obtained) was 
the "Outram Shield,” always on 
view at the South Kensington 
Museum. His works, in marble, 
bronze, stone, and wood include 
the South and East sides of the 
podium of the "Albert Memorial,” 
Hyde Park, representing the musi¬ 
cians and painters of the Italian, 
German, Prench, and English 
Schools, and some of tho greatest 
poets. There are also four large 
bronze figures on the Albert Memo¬ 
rial by Mr, Armstead, viz.. Che¬ 
mistry, Astronomy, Medicine, and 
Rhetoric. Ho also designed tho 
external sculptural decorations of 
the new Colonial Offices—roliefs of 
Government, Europe, Asia, Africa, 
America, Australasia, and Educa¬ 
tion, statues of Earl Grey, Lord 
Lytton, Duke of Newcastle, Earl 
of Derby, Lord Ripon, Sir W, 
Molesworth, Lord Glenelg, and also 
reliefs on the faQade of Truth, Por- 
titude. Temperance, and Obedi¬ 
ence. Mr. Armstead designed tho 
whole of the carved oak panels 
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(beneath Dyce’B Frescoes) in Her 
Majesty's ltobing Room in New 
Palace, Westminster, illustrating 
the life of King Arthur, and the 
history of Sir Galahad ; also the 
external sculpture of Eating ton 
Park, Warwickshire, the large 
Fountain in the fore court of 
King's College, Cambridge, the 
marble reredos of the “ Entomb¬ 
ment of our Loi'd,” at Hyfche 
Church, Kent, and other works, 
including the effigies of the late 
Bishop of Winchester in Win¬ 
chester Cathedral, of Dean Howard 
and Archdeacon Moore in Lich¬ 
field Cathedral, of Dean Close in 
Carlisle Cathedral, and of Lord 
Thynne in Westminster Abbey. 
The marble doorway in the crush 
room of the Holborn Restaurant, 
including the wrouo-ht-ironsereons 
for the fireplaces, &c., are also by 
him, as well as the exterior stone 
doorway and corbel of the H6tel 
Metropole. His last and one of his 
most important works is the “ Street 
Memorial," now in the central hall 
of the Law Courts, including life 
size marble statue and alto relievo 
of the "Arts and Crafts required 
for the erection and duo enrich¬ 
ment of a great public building." 
Mr, Armstead was elected an 
Associate of the Royal Academy, 
Jan, 10, 1875, and an Academician, 
Deo. 18, 1879. 

ARMSTRONG, Sir Alexander, 
K.C.B,, F.R.S., LL.D., J.P., is a 
son of the late A. Armstrong, Esq., 
of Crahan, oo, Fermanagh, Ireland. 
He was educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, and at the University of 
Edinburgh, whore lie graduated. 
Having entered the Royal Navy, he 
served in various parts of the world, 
including the Mediterranean, 
South America, North America, 
and West Indies, Africa, Asia 
Minor in the exploring expedition 
to Xanthus in. Syria, and elsewhere, 
and for five years continuously in 
the Arctic regions. Ho is one of the 
few surviving officers who circum¬ 
navigated the continent of America, 


and was frequently mentioned in 
the dispatches connected there¬ 
with. He waB present in the 
Investigator at the discovery of the 
North-West Passage. During the 
Russian war he served in the 
Baltic, was present at the bom¬ 
bardment of Sweaborg, and also in 
two night attaoks with a flotilla of 
rocket* boats, for which he was 
gazetted. He has beeu Deputy 
Inspector-General of the Mediter¬ 
ranean fleet and the naval hospitals 
at Malta,. Haslar, and Chatham; 
and he was promoted to be 
Inspector-General for special ser¬ 
vices in 1806. Throe years later 
he became Director-General of tlie 
Medical Department of the Navy, 
from which office he retired in 
1880. He was created a Knight 
Commander of the Order of the 
Bath, Military Division, in 1871, for 
his services. Sir Alexander Arm¬ 
strong has received the Arctic and 
Baltic medals; also Sir Gilbert 
Blane’s gold medal. He is a 
Justice of the Peace for Middle¬ 
sex and Westminster, and is the 
author of "A Personal Narrative 
of the Discovery of the North- 
West Passage," 1857; and Ob¬ 
servations on Naval Hygiene, par¬ 
ticularly in connection with Polar 
Service." 

ARMSTRONG, George Francis, 
M.A., D.Lit., bom in the county 
of Dublin, May 6, 18-15, is the 
third and only surviving son of 
the late E. J. Armstrong, Esq., 
and Jane, daughter of the late 
Rev. Henry Savage, of Glastry, J.P., 
Incumbent of Au’dkeon, co. Down. 
He received his early education 
partly in Dublin and partly in 
Jersey. In 1802 he made a long 
pedestrian tour in France with his 
elder brother, the poet, Edmund 
Armstrong. In the same year he 
obtained a civil appointment in 
Dublin, and matriculated in Dublin 
University. In 1864 he won the 
First Composition prize and the 
medal for oratory in the Univer¬ 
sity Philosophical Sooiety. In 
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1865 he gained the Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor’s Prizo for a poem on the 
subject of " Circassia ; ” and in the 
same year, on the death of his 
brother Edmund, he was elected 
his successor in the Presidential 
Chair of the Philosophical Society, 
and he brought out the first 
edition of liis brother’s “ Poems.” 
In 1806 he won the gold medal for 
composition in the Historical 
Society. In 18G7 lie was re-elected 
President of the Philosophical 
Society, and won its Gold Medal 
for essay-writing. In I860 he 
published a volume of ff Poems, 
Lyrical and Dramatic.” In 1870 
appeared " TJgone: a Tragedy,” 
written for the most part during 
his residence in Italy. In 1871 he 
was appointed Professor of History 
and -English Literature in Queen’s 
College, Cork, and a Professor of 
the Queen’s University in Ireland ; 
and the next year he was presented 
with the degree of M.A. by Trinity 
College, Dublin, in recognition of 
his “high literary character and 
attainments.” In 1872 he pub¬ 
lished " King Saul ” (the first part 
of the " Tragedy of Israel ”), and 
new editions of "PoemB, Lyrical 
and Dramatic,” and " Ugone.” 
In 1874 these were followed by 
" King David ” (the second part of 
the "Tragedy of Israel”), and in 
1870 by "King Solomon,” which 
completed the Trilogy. In 1877 he 
published the “ Life and Letters ” 
of his brother Edmund John, 
together with a volume of his 
" Essays,” and a new and enlarged 
edition of his "Poetical Works.” 
In 1870 Mr. Armstrong married 
Marie Elizabeth, younger daughter 
of the late Rev. John Wrixon, M. A,, 
Vicar of Malone, co. Antrim. In 
1882 he was presented with the 
degree of Doctor of Literature, 
honoris caitstf, by the Queen’s 
University, and was eloctod a Fellow 
of the Royal University of Ireland; 
and in the spring of the same year 
he published a volume of poems, 
under the title of "A Garland 


from Greece,” suggested by travels 
in Greece and Turkey a year or 
two before. In 1886 Mr. Armstrong 
published a new volume of poems 
entitled " Stories of Wicklow.” 

ARMSTRONG, Sir William George, 
C.B., LL.D., D.C.L., F.R.S., son 
of tlio late Mr. William Arm¬ 
strong, a merchant and alderman 
of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, by the 
daughter of Mr. William Potter, 
formerly of WalbotUe Hall, North¬ 
umberland, was born in 1810, He 
was educated at the school of 
Bishop Auckland, and afterwards 
articled to an eminent solicitor 
at Newcastle, wlio subsequently 
adopted him as a partner; but a 
strong bent for scientific pursuits 
eventually diverted him from the 
law. Early in life he began in¬ 
vestigations on the subject of 
electricity, which resulted in the 
invention of the hydro-electric 
machine, the most powerful means 
of developing frictional electricity 
yet devised. For this ho was 
elected, whilst a very young man, 
a Fellow of the Royal Society. He 
then invented the hydraulic orano, 
and, between 1815 and 1850, the 
" accumulator,” by which an arti¬ 
ficial head is substituted for the 
natural head gained only by alti¬ 
tude j and extended the application 
of hydraulic power to hoists of 
every kind, machines for opening 
and closing dock gates and spring 
bridges, capstans, turntables, wag¬ 
gon-lifts, and a variety of other 
purposes. For tho manufacture of 
this machinery ho and a small 
circle of friends founded the Els- 
wick Engine Works, near New¬ 
castle. There, in December, 1854, ho 
constructed the rifled ordnanco gun 
that bears his name. In 1858 the 
Rifle Cannon Committee recom¬ 
mended the adoption of the Amu 
strong gun for special service in 
the field, and Mr. Armstrong, on 
presenting liis patents to the 
Government, was knighted, made 
a C.B., and appointed Engineer of 
Rifled Ordnanco, with a salary of 
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,£2,000 a year. Between the years 
1858 and. 1870 the Armstrong gun 
and the position of Sir W. G. Ana- 
btrong in reference to the Govern¬ 
ment underwent many changes; 
but the leading feature of the gun., 
whether rifled or smooth., muzzle- 
loading or breech-loading, is in the 
coiling of one wrought-iron tube 
over another until a sufficient thick¬ 
ness is built up. The Armstrong 
gun has been largely adopted by 
foreign Governments. Sir William 
Armstrong extended the system to 
guns of all sizes, from the G-pounder 
to the GOO-poiuidor, weighing up¬ 
wards of 20 tons, and within three 
years introduced three thousand 
guns into the service. The Com¬ 
mittee of Ordnance of the House 
of Commons., in their report, July, 
1863, state that they u have had 
no practical evidence before them 
that even at this moment any other 
system of constructing rifled ord¬ 
nance exists which can be compared 
to that of Sir W. Armstrong.” In 
February, 18G3, Sir "William re¬ 
signed his appointment, and re¬ 
joined the Elswick manufacturing 
company,which has since expanded 
to one of the largest and most im¬ 
portant manufacturing establish¬ 
ments in Europe, and has taken a 
leading part in the further deve¬ 
lopment of artillery and other im¬ 
plements of war. In the same year 
he acted as President of the British 
Association meeting held at New- 
castle-on-Tyne. In that capacity 
he drew attention to the gradual 
lessening of our supply of coal, and 
the probability of actual exhaustion 
at some future time. The discussion 
suggested by this important address 
led to the appointment of a Boyal 
Commission to inquire into all the 
circumstances connected with our 
national coal supply, and he was 
nominated a member of this Com¬ 
mission. He received the honorary 
degree of LL.D. from the Univer¬ 
sity of Cambridge in 1862, and the 
honorary degree of D.C.L. from the 
University of Oxford in 1870, Sir 


William is a Knight Commander of 
the Danish Order of the Dannebrog, 
of the Austrian Order of Francis 
Joseph, and of the Brazilian Order 
of the Bose. He was nominated n 
Grand Officer of the Italian Order 
of 8S. Maurice and Lazarus in 1876. 
Sir W. G. Armstrong has taken an 
active pari in the inquiries concern¬ 
ing the operation of the Patent 
Laws, he beingvery hostile to them 
in their present forms. He has 
been President of the Institution 
of Mechanical Engineers, and also 
of the Newcastle Literary and Phi¬ 
losophical Society. At the general 
election of 1886, Sir W. Armstrong 
stood as a Unionist Liberal candi¬ 
date for Newcastle, in opposition 
to Mr. John Morlcy, but was 
defeated. 

AKNASON, Jon, the son of a 
Lutheran clergyman, was horn at 
Hof, on the northern coast of Ice¬ 
land, Aug. 17, 1819. Having lost 
his father in early boyhood, he was 
indebted to his mother for elemen¬ 
tary instruction. After completing 
hib education at the college of Bes- 
se&tad, then the only school in the 
island, he became private tutor in 
the family of tho late Seveihbjfim 
Egilsson, the rector of the college. 
Amason devoted much time to the 
study of the history and literature 
of Iceland, and made himself 
thorough master of the classical 
tongues. In 1849 he was appointed 
keeper of the library at Reykjavik, 
and, in 183G, Secretary to the Bishop 
of Iceland. He has published 
several biographical works, includ¬ 
ing the life of his friend. Dr. 
Egilsson. In conjunction with M. 
Grimson he edited a small collec¬ 
tion of Icelandic Fairy Tales and 
Adventures entitled rr Islenzk iEfin- 
tyri,” English translations of a 
number of these quaint stories will 
he found in the appendix to Sym¬ 
ington V' Pen and Pencil Sketches 
of Faroe and Iceland,” 1SG2. Tho 
work on which his fame chiefly 
rests is derived from the folk-loro 
of Iceland, and entitled "Icelandic 
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Popular Tales and Adventures” 
(Leipzig, 18G2-1). An English ver¬ 
sion by G. E, Y. Powell and E. 
Magnusson, of some of these tales 
appeared in 1804, under the title of 
" Icelandic Legends.” 

ARNOLD, Arthur, third son of 
Eobert Coles Arnold., J. P., of 
Whartons, Framfiold, Sussex, and 
Heath House, Maidstone, was born 
Mfiy 28, 1838. On the passing of 
the Public Works (Manufacturing 
Districts) Act, 18G3, to meet the 
necessities of the cotton famine, 
Mr. Arnold was appointed Assis¬ 
tant-Commissioner, and in that 
capacity resided in Lancashire till 
180G, during which time ho wrote 
“The History of the Cotton Fa¬ 
mine,” of which the original edition 
was published in 18G1, followed by 
a cheaper one in. 18G5, On the 
termination of the cotton famine, 
Mr. Arnold retired from the dis¬ 
trict, having received the thanks 
of the Poor Law Board, and of a 
large number of the local authori¬ 
ties for hia zealous and efficient 
services. After two years of sub¬ 
sequent travel in the south and 
east of Europe and in Africa, Mr. 
Arnold returned to England in 
18G8, when he published "From 
the Levant,” in two vols„ contain¬ 
ing letters descriptive of his tour. 
He then became tlio first editor of 
the Mejia, which, under his direc¬ 
tion and control, attained a great 
success. In 1873, the King of 
Greece conferred the Golden Cross 
of the Order of the Redeemer upon 
Mr. Arnold, with special reference 
to his work, "From the Levant.” 
In the same year, upon the death 
of Mr. Baring, Mr. Arnold was an 
unsuccessful candidate for the re¬ 
presentation of Huntingdon. He 
resigned his connection with 
the JScho in 1875, and passed a 
year in travelling through Russia 
and Persia. The notes of this 
journey appeared in 1877 under 
tiie title of "Through Persia by 
Caravan, In 1870-80 he issued 
two works i one entitled "Social 


Politics,” and the other "Froo 
Land.” At the general election 
of 1880, he was returned to Par¬ 
liament for Salford. In the same 
year, in succession to Sir Charles 
Dilke, Mr. Arnold was elected 
Chairman of the Greek Committee 
which was actively concerned in 
promoting the enlargement of the 
Hellenic kingdom in accordance 
with the suggestions of the Treaty 
of Berlin. In 1882, Mr. Arnold 
proposed in the House of Commons 
resolutions in favour of uniformity 
of franchise throughout thcUnitod 
Kingdom, and redistribution of po¬ 
litical power, and upon a motion 
for adjournment, the policy of the 
resolutions was, for the first time, 
sanctioned by a largo majority. In 
1883, ho moved for an olaborato 
return of electoral statistics which 
the Government adopted in con¬ 
nection with the Reform Bill of 
1881. In 1885, Mr. Arnold esta¬ 
blished and was elected President 
of tho Free Land League, which 
quickly obtained tho support of a 
largo number of members of Par¬ 
liament. At the general election 
of that year, he unsuccessfully 
contested the Northern Division of 
Salford. 

ARNOLD, Edwin, C.S.I., second 
son of Eobert Coles Arnold, and 
brother of the above, born June 10, 
1832, was educated at the King's 
School, Rochester, and King's Col¬ 
lege, London, and was elected to a 
scholarship at University College, 
Oxford. In 1852 ho obtained the 
Newdigate prize for his English 
poem on the" Feast of Belshazzar,” 
and was selected in 1853 to addross 
the late Earl of Derby on his instal¬ 
lation as Chancellor of the Univer¬ 
sity. He graduated in honours in 
1851. Upon quitting collogo, lie 
was elected Second Master in the 
English Division of King Edward 
the Sixth's School, Birmingham, 
and subsequently appointed Prin¬ 
cipal of the Government Sanscrit 
College at Poona, in the Bombay 
Presidency, and Fellow of the Uni-

versity of Bombay, which offices he 
held during the Mutiny, and re¬ 
signed in 1801, after having twice 
received the thanks of the Governor 
in Council. He has contributed 
largely to critical and literary jour¬ 
nals, and is the author of“ Griselda, 
a Drama,” and “ Poems, Narrative 
and Lyrical; ” with some proso 
works, among which are “Educa¬ 
tion in India,” “The Euterpe of 
Herodotus,”—a translation from 
the Greek text, with notes— fr The 
Hitopades’a,” with vocabulary in 
Sanskrit, English, and Murathi. 
The last two were published in- 
India. Mr. Arnold has also pub¬ 
lished a metrical translation of the 
classical Sanskrit work “ Hito- 
pndes’a,” under the title of " The 
Book of Good Counsels,” a “ His¬ 
tory of the Administration of In¬ 
dia under the late Marquis of 
Dalhousie " (1862-4), as well as a 
popular account, with translated 
passages, of“ The Poets of Greece.” 
Since 1861 he has been upon the 
editorial staff of the Daily Telegraph, 
On behalf of the proprietors of that 
journal he arranged the first expe¬ 
dition of Mr. George Smith to As¬ 
syria, as well as that of Mr. Henry 
Stanley, who was sent by the same 
journal, in conjunction with the 
New York Hwald, to complete the 
discoveries of Livingstone in Africa, 
He is a Fellow of the Royal Asiatic 
and the Royal Geographical So¬ 
cieties of London, and Hon, Corre¬ 
spondent of that of Marseilles. Ho 
published in 1874 “Hero and 
Loander,” a translation in heroic 
verse from the Greek of Musbsus j 
and in the following year “The 
Indian Song of Songs,” being a 
metrical paraphrase from the San¬ 
skrit of the Gita Govxnda of Jaya- 
<leva. Upon the occasion of the 
proclamation of the Queen as 
Empress of India, on Jan. 1 , 1877 , 
he was named a Companion of the 
Star of India. In 1870 he produced 
« Tho Light of Asia,” on Epic poem 
upon tho Life and Teaching of 
Buddha, whioh has since passed 


through more than twenty editions 
in England and America. For this 
work the King of Siam decorated 
him with the Order of the White 
Elephant. In 1881 he published a 
volume of oriental verBe under the 
title of “ Indian Poetry,” and he has 
printed several translations from 
the Sanskrit Epic the Mah&bharata, 
and in 1888 " Pearls of the Faith, 
or Islam's Rosary j being the ninety- 
nine beautiful names of Allah, with 
comments in verse.” Mr. -Arnold 
received the Second Class of the 
Imporial Order of the Medjidie 
from the Sultan in 1876. 

ARNOLD, Matthew, eldest son 
of the late Rev. Thomas Arnold, 
D.D., head master of Rugby, bom 
December 24, 1822, at Lalcham, 
near Staines, where his father then 
resided with private pupils, was; 
educated at Winchester, Rugby, 
and BalHol College, Oxford, He 
was elected Scholar of Balliol iu 
1840, won the Newdigate prize for 
English verse (subject “ Crom¬ 
well”) in 1843, graduated in 
honours in 1844, and was elected 
a Fellow of Oriel College in 1845. 
In 1817 the late Lord Lansdowne 
nominated him his private secre¬ 
tary, and he acted in that capacity 
until his marriage in 1851 with the 
daughter of the late Mr. Justice 
Wightman, when he received an 
appointment as one of the Lay In¬ 
spectors of Schools, under the Com¬ 
mittee of Council on Education, a 
post which he has lately resigned. 
In 1848 the “Strayed Reveller, 
and other Poems,” signed “A.,” 
appeared, followed in 1853 by 
“Empedocles on Etna, and other 
Poems,” with the same signature. 
In 1854 he published a volume of 
poems in his own name, consisting 
of new pieces and selections from 
the two previous volumes. This 
was followed by a second series, 
when the first two volumes were 
withdrawn from circulation. Mr. 
Arnold, who was elected Professor 
of Poetry at Oxford in 1867, pub- 
[ lishod in 1858, w Merope,” a tra- 
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gcdy after the antique, with, a 
preface, in which the principles of 
Greek tragedy are discussed, and 
in 1801, three lectures “ On Trans¬ 
lating Homer/* which he had de¬ 
livered before the University of 
Oxford. In the same year ho 
published the records of the edu¬ 
cational systems of France, Ger¬ 
many, and Holland, which he had 
previously submitted to the Govern¬ 
ment in the shape of a Report, 
having been sent in 1859 as Foreign 
Assistant - Commissioner to the 
Commissioners appointed to in¬ 
quire into the state of popular 
education, to obtain further infor¬ 
mation respecting the various 
plans of education adopted in 
those countries. Mr. Arnold, who 
has contributed, both in prose and 
in verso, to periodical literature, I 
collected and published in 1805 
some of his prose contributions, 
under the title of rf Essays in 
Criticism.” Mr. Arnold again 
visited the Continent in 18G5 to 
procure for the Royal Commission 
on Middle-Class Education infor¬ 
mation respecting foreign schools 
for the middle and upper classes, 
and published in 18G7 a volume on 
this subject. In tho same year he 
published " Lectures on the Study 
of Celtic Literature j ” in 18G8, 
"New Poems/* in I860, a collected 
edition of his poems, and rr Culture 
and Anarchy, an Essay in Political 
and Social Criticism j ” in 1870, 
ee St. Paul and Protestantism, with 
an essay on Puritanism and the 
Church of England;” in 1871, 

" Friendship's Garland j being the 
Conversations, Letters, and Opi¬ 
nions of the late Arminius, Baron 
Von Thunder-Ten-Tronckh ; ” in 
1873, “ Literature and Dogma; an 
Essay towards a better Apprehen¬ 
sion of the Bible; ” and in 1877 
"Last Essays on Chiu-ch and Re¬ 
ligion/* In 1867 Mr, Arnold 
Ceased to hold the Poetry Chair at 
Oxford; in I860 he received the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws 
from the University of Edinburgh, 


and in 1870 from his own Univer¬ 
sity of Oxford. In the year 1871 
the Order of Commander of the 
Crown of Italy was conferred on 
him by the Ring of Italy, in ac¬ 
knowledgment of his oaro of the 
young Duke of Genoa, who lived 
in Mr. Arnold’s family wliilo pur¬ 
suing his studies in England. Mr, 
Arnold’s collected poems were re¬ 
printed in 1877, and again in 1881 
and 1885. He has edited the Pro¬ 
phecies of Isaiah, and selections 
from Wordsworth, Byron, Johnson 
and Burke. He published in 1879 
a volume of mixed Essays, and in 
1882 a volume bearing tho title of 
"Irish Essays and Others.” On 
June 14,1882, Mr. Arnold delivered 
at Cambridge tho annual Redo 
Lecture, his subject being " Lite¬ 
rature and Science/* In the sum- 
| mcr of 1888 lie was made a Doctor 
of Laws at Cambridge, and in the 
autumn of that year he visited the 
United States and delivered there 
throe Discourses which form the 
last volume published by him. In 
1886 he again visited the Conti¬ 
nent, to procure for the Education 
Department information on certain 
questions connected with tho main¬ 
tenance and management of ele¬ 
mentary schools. Mr. Arnold’s 
Report has sinco boon published. 
In 1880 he paid a second visit to 
America. 

ARNOLD, Thomas, M.A., is tho 
second son of tho late Dr. Arnold, 
of Rugby, and was bom at Laleliam,. 
Staines, Nov. 30, 1823. Educated 
at Winchester, Rugby, and Uni¬ 
versity College, Oxford, ho took 
his degree (First Class Classics) in 
1818. After serving for sometime 
in tho Colonial Office ho wenL to 1 
New Zealand as an Inspector of 
Schouls, was thence transferred to 
Tasmania, and, on becoming a 
Roman Catholic, returned to this 
country in 185G. He became a 
Professor in the Catholic Univer¬ 
sity at Dublin, thpnoe moved to 
the Oratory School, Birmingham, 
and thence to Oxford. He is the 
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author of several works on English 
Literature, and editions of old 
texts, among them," A Manual of 
English Literature” (now in a 
fifth edition) ; an edition of " Se¬ 
lect English Works of Wyclif,” 
3 vols., Clarendon Press, 1BG9 ; 
"Selections from the Spectator” 
(Clarendon Press Scries)$ "Claren¬ 
don, Book G ” (ditto) j “ Beowulf,” 
text, translation, and notes j and, 
for the Master of the Polls' Series, 
editions of "Henry of Hunting¬ 
don,” and " Symeon of Durham,” 
He is now engaged upon the 
" Chronicles of the Abbey of Bury 
St. Edmunds.” On the establish¬ 
ment of the Royal University of 
Dublin Mr, Arnold was appointed 
a Fellow, He marriod in Tas¬ 
mania Julia Sorell, granddaughter 
of the former Governor of the 
Colony. 

ARNOULD, Sir Joseph, eldest 
son of tho lato Joseph Arnould, 
M.D., of Wliitecross, near Walling¬ 
ford, was bom at Camberwell in 
1815, and educated at the Charter 
House, and at Wndliam College, 
Oxford, where ho gained the Nuw- 
digate prize for English verse in 
1834, and graduated as a first-class 
in classics in 1836. Ho afterwards 
became Fellow of his college, was 
called to the bar at the Middle 
Temple in 1841, and wont the Home 
circuit. For many years he was 
connected with the periodical press, 
and more especially with the Daily 
News. He was appointed a puisne 
judge of the Supreme Court of 
Bombay, in 1859, whon he received 
the honour of knighthood. In June, 
18G2, he was ro-appointed, undor the 
new Act of Parliament, as Judge of 
the High Court of Judicature. On 
the expiration of his term of office in 
18G9, the wealthy natives of Bom¬ 
bay, to mark the character of Sir 
Joseph Arnould as a judge, espe¬ 
cially his desire to deal out even- 
handed justice without reference to 
caste or colour, rosolvedto institute 
a scholarship, which will hear his 
name, in the University of Bombay, 
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He is the author of a " Treatise on 
Maxine Insurance,” and of a " Me¬ 
moir of Thomas, first Lord Denman, 
formerly Lord Chief Justice of 
England,” 2 vols., 18/3. 

ARTHUR, Chester Allan, twenty- 
first President of the United States, 
was bom in Franklin Comity, Ver¬ 
mont, October 5, 1830. His father 
was a Scotchman, and pastor of 
Baptist churches in Vermont and 
Hew York. After his graduation 
as B,A. from Union College, Mr. 
Arthur studied law and began 
practice (1850) in New York 
City, where he has since resided. 
Originally a Whig, he joined the 
Republican party on its formation, 
and soon became a prominent leader 
in Now York. At the outbreak of 
the civil war he was entrusted by 
Gov. Morgan with the arming and 
subsisting of the troops raised in 
New York, and was successively 
mftdoEnginopr-in-Chiefjlnspcctor- 
Gonoral, and Quartermaster-Gene¬ 
ral, equipping and sending to the 
field sixty-eight regiments of in¬ 
fantry, six battalions aud ten but¬ 
teries in the space of four months. 
In 1871 he was appointed Collector 
of the port of New York City, which 
position ho retained until 1878, 
when he was removed by President 
Hayes. When the dissensions 
arose in the Republican Party, 
Mr. Arthur placed himself on what 
is known as tho] " Stalwart” side. 
At the National Convention in 
Chicago in 1880 the Anti-Stalwart 
wing was successful in preventing 
the nomination of Gen. Grant to 
the Presidency, and in securing 
that of Mr. Garfield. Mr. Arthur 
was then nominated as Vice-Presi¬ 
dent in order that both wings of 
tho Party might be represented on 
the ticket. The Republicans were

ASHMEAD - BARTLETT, Ellis, 
M.P., eldest son of the late Mr. 
Ellis Bartlett, a Dissenting Minis¬ 
ter, was bom at Brooklyn in 1849, 
and educated at Torquay and at 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he 
took a first-class in the final schools, 
and was President of the Oxford 
Union.

ATLAY, The Right Rev. James, 
D.D., BiBhop of Hereford, was born 
at Wakerley, Northamptonshire, in 
1817, and after a preliminary train¬ 
ing at Grantham and Oakham 
Schools, entered St. John’s College, 
Cambridge, where he obtained a 
fellowship. He was vicar of Mad- 
ingley, near Cambridge, from 1847 
to 1852, and Queen’s Preacher at the 
Chapel Royal, Whitehall, from 18 56 
to 1858. He occupied the position 
of a senior tutor in his college at 
the time he was olected to tho 
vicarage of Leeds out of 88 candi¬ 
dates, by the trustees of the vicar¬ 
age, who are 25 in number* This 
was in 1859, when tho Rev. Dr. 
Hook, the former vicar of Leeds, 
was appointed to the deanery of 
Chichester. Dr. Atlay was ap¬ 
pointed a Canon of Ripon in 1861; 
and in 186S was nominated by the 
Crown to the See of Hereford, in 
succession to Dr, Hampden. He 
married in 1859 Prances Turner, 
younger daughter of Major William 
Martin, of the Bengal army. 

ATOIFFRET-FASQTCER, Edm6 
Armand Gaston, Due d’, a French 
politician, was born in 1818- His 

B 
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father, the Comte d'Audiffret, under 
the Restoration, was Director of 
Customs, Director of the National 
Debt, Councillor of State, and 
afterwards Receiver-General. His 
uncle, the Marquis d’Audiffret, was 
a Peer of Prance and President of 
the Cour des Comptes. The name 
of d J Audif£ret is that of an old 
family of Dauphine, and their 
armorial bearings were to be seen 
in the Crusades. The Comte d'Au- 
diffret, father of the present Duhc, 
married the daughter of M. Pas- 
quier, Director-General of the To¬ 
bacco Manufactories, and brother 
of the Chancellor Pascpiier, It is 
from the latter, who died without 
issue, and who had adopted him in 
1844, that the subject of this me¬ 
moir derives his ducal title. In 
1845 young d'Audiffret, scarcely 22 
years old, entered the Council of 
State as Auditor, and married Made¬ 
moiselle Pontenilliat, daughter of 
the Receiver-General of tho Gi¬ 
ronde. At this time he aspired to 
a brilliant success in the career 
which the Council of State offered, 
and for which his previous studies, 
the traditions of his family, and 
his position in society well fitted 
him and could lead him to the 
highost position in the State. But 
bitter griefs were in store for him 
to crush his hopes. Pirst there 
was the Revolution of 1848, and 
then successive family afflictions 
deprived him of his children and 
induced him to wish for a retired 
life. Shortly afterwards M. cVAu- 
diffretwentto live in Normandy on 
an estate which belonged to him, 
Here he passed 20 years of his life, 
occupied with agriculture and with 
political studies, in the midst of his 
books, the old library of the d\A.u- 
diffret family being one of the most 
complete literary collections which 
any i n dividual could possess. 
Sometimes he abandoned his pur¬ 
suits to engage in electoral strug¬ 
gles with the will of a man who 
feels he is an orator and who wishes 
to serve his country on the broadest 


stage. Thus in 1858 he presented 
himself for election to the council- 
General, and in 18G6 and 1869 to 
the Corps Ldgislatif. On every 
occasion the battle was stoutly con¬ 
tested. Victorious the first time, 
the candidate was beaten on the 
two other occasions by tho efforts of 
official pressure. After tho fall of 
the Empire he was elected to tho 
National Assembly in the Conserva¬ 
tive interest by tho Department of 
the Orne (Peb. 8, 1871). He voted 
with the Right Centre. He was 
nominated president of the com¬ 
mission on purchases, and in this 
capacity acquired sudden renown 
by the masterly way in which ho 
encountered in debate M. Rouher, 
the champion of the fallen dynasty. 
By his eloquence he soon acquired 
n great and strong position in the 
Assembly. He was one of the prin¬ 
cipal originators of tho downfall of 
M. Thiers, but he had assumed an 
attitude which would not permit of 
his being inoluded in a ministry of 
which Bonapartistswere members. 
After the check given to the pro¬ 
posed Monarchical Restoration, tho 
Duke, as President of the Right 
Centre, was among those who sup¬ 
ported the Septoimate, and who 
powerfully contributed, in conjunc¬ 
tion with his brother-in-law, M. 
Casimir Pfoier, to the solution of 
Peb. 25,1876. He had always dis¬ 
tinguished between the Republic 
and Radicalism, and from the mo¬ 
ment when he saw himself con¬ 
demned to renounce that Constitu¬ 
tional Monarchy which had been 
the hope and dream of his life, ho 
preferred the Republic. On tho 
formation of the Buffet Ministry, 
ho was elected President of the 
National Assembly, On Dec. 9, 
1875, the Duo d'Audiffret-Pasquior 
who, a few days previously, had 
joined the Left Centro, was the first 
person elooted a Life Senator by tho 
Assembly, by a majority amount¬ 
ing to four-fifths of all tho votes 
recorded. In the sitting of Maroh 
13, 1876, he was elected President 
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of the Senate. Ho continued to 
hold that office till Jan. 1879, after 
the Senatorial elections, which gave 
the Republicans a majority in the 
Upper Chamber. On l)ec. 26,1878, 
he was elected to the seat in the 
French Academy lately filled by 
Mgr. Dupanloup. Of the 27 mem¬ 
bers present 22 voted for him, and 
C abstained from voting. 

AUERSPERG (Prince), Adolph 
Wilhelm Daniel, an Austrian states¬ 
man, son of Prince Wilhelm Auers- 
perg, was born July 21, 1821, and 
began life as a soldier, entering the 
service at an early age, and con¬ 
tinuing in it as a major in the 
Prince Eugene Dragoons up to a 
comparatively recent date. His 
name was definitely struck from 
the Army List only in the spring 
of 1870, on his appointment to the 
governorship of Salzburg. The 
Minister's political career began 
in February, 1807, when he was 
returned as member of the Bohe¬ 
mian Diet by the landod inte¬ 
rest of that province. Ten months 
later, on Count Hartig’s resigna¬ 
tion, ho was appointed President 
of the Bohemian Diet (Oberstland 
Marschall), continuing in that office 
till 1870, and distinguishing him¬ 
self by competent and energetio 
administration, siding, however, 
strongly with the Germans. In 
January, I860, he was nominated 
life member of the Upper Chamber, 
in the discussions of which he has 
since taken a conspicuous part. His 
appointment to the governorship of 
Salzburg (March 17, 1870) caused 
great dissatisfaction to the allied 
party of federalists and clericals, 
who emphatically demanded his 
dismissal. Throughout his term of 
office he has remained strictly 
faithful to the Constitution, and 
opposed even the slightest devia¬ 
tion from the established laws. 
He was appointed President of the 
Austrian Ministry on the retire¬ 
ment of Count Beust, Uov, 25,1871. 
The Cabinet of Prince Auersporg, 
after many fruitless attempts to 


secure a working majority in the 
Reichsrath, gave up the task, and 
the Lower House was dissolved on 
May 22, 1879. The German Con¬ 
stitutional Party, of which this 
Cabinet was the representative, 
and which had almost uninter¬ 
ruptedly been in power for twelve 
years, had split up into factions, 
owing chiefly to strong differences 
of opinion among its members as 
to the policy of the Government 
with regard to the Eastern Ques¬ 
tion, and the maintenance of the 
Army establishmentj and it was 
found impossible to reunite them. 
Under these circumstances an ap¬ 
peal to the country was imperative, 
and arrangements were at once 
mado for a general election. As 
soon as the result of the elections 
was known Prince Auersperg's 
Ministry resigned, and on Aug. 13 
Count Taafe, the late Minister of 
the Interior, was charged with the 
formation of a new Cabinet. 

AUFRECHT, Theodor, LL.D., 
M.A., an orientalist, was born at 
Leschnitz, Silesia, Jan. 7,1822, and 
educated in the University of Ber¬ 
lin. He was appointed Professor of 
Sanskrit and Comparative Philo¬ 
logy in the University of Edin¬ 
burgh in 1862. On April 21, 1876, 
that university conferred on him 
the degree of LL.D., and shortly 
afterwards he left Scotland for 
Bonn, where he had been appointed 
Professor of Sanskrit. Professor 
Aufrecht has published "A Com¬ 
plete Glossary to the Rig Veda, 
with constant reference to the At- 
harva Veda •/* " De Accentu Com- 
positoruin Sanskritorum/' Bonn, 
1817 j " Halayndha's Abhidhanarat- 
namala ; a Sanskrit Vocabulary, 
edited with a Complete Sonskrit- 
English Glossary; M "The Hymns 
of the Rig Veda, transcribed into 
English Letters/' 2 vols., Berlin j 
and " Uj jvaladatta's Commentary, 
the Unadistras/' from a manuscript 
in the Library of the East India 
House (Lond., 1850). 

AUGIER, Guillaume Victor Emile, 
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probably the leading dramatic 
writer now livings bom at Valance 
(Dome), Sept. 17, 1820, and des¬ 
tined for the bar, soon, however, 
devoted his attention to literature. 
His first piece, rr La Cigue,” a two- 
act drama, in verse, refused in 1814 
by the directors of theThdiVfcre Fran¬ 
cis, on account of the youth of the 
author—he was only twenty-four 
—was received at the Odeon. The 
directors of the Theiitre Franqais, 
made aware of their mistako (1845), 
admitted “ La Cigufi ” into their re¬ 
pertory, and it is still played with 
success. In 1849 appeared " Ga- 
brieUe," which gained the Mon- 
thyon prize from the Academy. 
" La Gendre de M. Poirier,” a 
comedy, written in conjunction 
with H. Jules Bandeau, appeared 
in 1855 ; and in the same year 
"Le Manage d'Olympe," a drama 
in three acts. In 1858 he publishod 
a collection of "Po6sies, w contain¬ 
ing some pretty idyls. Among his 
later works are "Les Effront£s/ J 
1861; Le Fils de Giboyer,” 1862; 
" Maitre Gu&rin,” a comedy in five 
acts, "Paul Forestier,” a comedy 
in four acts, " Les Lions et les Ee- 
nards/’ 1871 s " Jean de Thome- 
ray,” written in conjunction with 
M. Jules Sandeau, 1873; "Madame 
Caverlet,” 1876 j "Le Prix Mar¬ 
tin/* 1876; "Mademoiselle de la 
Beynie,” 1876,* and "Les Four- 
chambault,” performed at the 
Thddtre Fran9ais, Aimil 8, 1878. 
M. Augier has been called the 
"poet of good sense,” in contra¬ 
distinction to some of his contem¬ 
poraries. He was elected to suc¬ 
ceed M. Salvandy in the Frenoh 
Academy Jan. 28, 1858, received 
the Legion of Honour in 1850, was 
made Grand Officer June 19, 1858, 
and Commander Aug. 15, 1868. 

AT7MALE (Duo d*), Henri-Eugene- 
Philippe-LouU d’Orleans, prince of 
the family of Orleans, born in 
Paris, Jan. 18,1822, the fourth son 
of the late king Louis^pkilippe 
and his queen Marie-Ara&lie, was 
educated, like his brothers, in the 


College Henri IV., and at the age 
of seventeen entered the army. In 
1840 ho accompanied his brother, 
the Duke of Orleans, to Algeria, 
took part in the campaign which 
followod, returning to France in 
1841, and he completed his military 
education at Courbevoie. From 
184-2 to 1813 he was again in 
Algeria, where, at the head of the 
subdivison of Medeah, lie con¬ 
ducted one of the most brilliant 
campaigns of the war, capturing 
the camp and all the correspond¬ 
ence of Abd-el-Kader, together 
with 3,000 prisoners and an im¬ 
mense treasure, for which service 
ho was made a lieutenant-general, 
and appointed to the command of 
the province of Constantine. In 
1844 he directed the. expedition 
against Biskarah, and in the same 
year married Marie Caroline Au¬ 
guste de Bourbon, daughtor of 
Prince Leopold of Salerno, who was 
bom April 26, 1822. (She died at 
Twickenham, Dec. 0, I860.) In 
1847 the duke succeeded Marshal 
Bugeaud as Governor-General of 
Algeria, which position he filled 
upon the surrender of Abd-el-Kader 
to the French authorities. On re¬ 
ceiving the news of tho revolution 
of Feb., 1848, he resigned his 
command to General Cavaignac, 
and joined the ex-royal family in 
England. With his brother, the 
Prince de Joinville, he protested 
against the decree banishing his 
family from France, and afterwards 
resided chiefiy in England, devot¬ 
ing himself to literary pursuits. 
At the beginning of 18GI, a pam¬ 
phlet, addressed by him to Prince 
J erome Napoleon Bonaparte,excitGd 
great sensation, and led to a spe¬ 
cies of political persecution by the 
French authorities, who condemnod 
the printer and publisher of it to 
fine and imprisonment. The duke 
challenged Prineo Napoleon, whoso 
refusal to meet him excited great 
indignation in France. Tho same 
year the Literary Fund of London 
invited the duke to preside at their 
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annual dinner., on which occasion 
liia apeecli also excited attention. 
The Due d'Aurnale, who, as heir 
of the great house of C(md6, pos¬ 
sesses an ample fortune, owns a 
beautiful seat on the hanks of the 
Thames, near Twickenham, and a 
fine estate in Worcestershire, where 
he formerly occupied his time as a 
practical agriculturist, He also 
is the owner of a superb collection 
of works of art, and lately bought 
from the family of Lord Dudley 
" The Three Graces/' a little pic¬ 
ture by Raphael, for the enormous 
prico of 25,000 guineas. Shortly 
before the elections for the National 
Assembly on Feb. 8, 1871, the Due 
d' Aurnale, who, during the Franco- 
German war, had in vain sought 
permission to serve in the French 
army, addressed from London a 
proclamation to the electors of the 
Department of the Oise, in which, 
while declaring his preference for a 
constitutional monarchy, ho stated 
his willingness to how to the na¬ 
tional will, if a Liberal Republic 
were adopted as the form of go¬ 
vernment. His candidature was 
successful, hut he did not return to 
France until after the law banish¬ 
ing the members of the Orleans 
family was repealed on June 8. 
He did not take his scat in the 
Assembly until Dec, 19, 1871. 
Previous to this, in Oot., 1871, 
ho had been chosen President of 
the Council-General., of the Oise, 
lie was elected a member of the 
French Academy, Dec. 30, 1871, by 
27 votas against 1, in succession to 
the illustrious Montalembert. The 
Duo d s Aurnale was nominated a 
General of Division, Mai’. 10, 1872, 
and in this capacity he presided 
over the Council of War before 
which Marshal Bazoine was ar¬ 
raigned, At tho elections for the 
Assembly in Feb., 1876, the Due 
d*Aurnale declined to come forward 
again as a candidate in order that 
ho might devote his undivided at¬ 
tention to his military command. 
The first two volumes of his f ‘ His- 


toire des Princes de la Maison do 
Conde,” appeared in 1869, and were 
translated into English by Mi*. 
Robert Brown - Bortliwick. The 
Due cl'Aurnale was elected a mem¬ 
ber of the Academy of Fine Arts, 
Fob .11,1880. His eldest Bon, Louis- 
Philippo-Marie-Leopold d*Orleans 
Prince de Conde, born in 1845, 
died in June, 186G. His second 
son, Fran^ois-Louis-Marie-Philippe 
d'Orl&ms, Duke of Guise, was bom 
at Twickenham, Jan. 6, 1854, and 
died in France, July 25, 1872. 
Recently, after the passing of the 
Bill of Expulsion against tho head 
of his family, the Due d*Aurnale 
was struck off the French Army 
LiRt by tlio Minister of War, 
General Boulanger, and withdrew 
from France. Much sensation waB 
caused soon afterwards by the 
publication of some letters in which 
the Bame General, on his promo¬ 
tion, had effusively thanked (t Mon- 
seigneurfor liis good offices. 
Soon after he had left France, it 
was discoveied that lie had given 
his chateau of Chantilly, with all 
tho priceless treasures it contained, 
to the Institute, in trust for the 
French nation. 

AUSTIN, Alfred, poet, critic, and 
journalist, was born at Headingley, 
near Leeds, May 30, 1835. His 
father was a merchant in Leeds, 
and his mother was the sister of 
Joseph Locke, the eminent civil 
engineer. Both his parents being 
Roman Catholics, he was sent to 
Stouyhurst College, and afterwards 
to St. Mory’s College, Oscott. 
From Oscott ho took his degree 
at the University of London in 
1853, and in 1857 he was called to 
the bar of tho Inner Temple. It 
is understood that Mr. Austin has 
abandoned the faith in which he 
was brought up. As he failed to 
obtain practice at the bar, he took 
to literary pursuits, and published 
anonymously a poem entitled 
"Randolph” His first acknow¬ 
ledged volume of verse, rr Tke 
Season, a Satire,” appeared in 1861, 
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and was very severely criticised. 
Mr. Austin replied to his critics in 
a poem now suppressed, entitled 
ff My Satiro and its Censors/’ 1861. 
A third and revised edition of 
" The Season” appeared in 1860. 
His other poetical productions 
are:—“The Human Tragedy: a 
Poem,” 1862, republished in an 
amended form 1870 j " The Golden 
Ago: a Satire,” 1871 ; " Inter¬ 
ludes,” 1872 ; " Rome or Death! ” 

1873 j "Madonna’s Child,” 1873; 
" The Tower of Babel,” a drama, 

1874 ; "Leszko the Bastard: a Tale 
of Polish Grief/’1877; "The Savo¬ 
narola,” a tragedy, 1881. He has 
published three novels :—" Five 
Tears of it,” 1838 j " An Artist’s 
Proof,” 1801; and "Won by a 
Head,” 1866; also " The Poetry of 
the Period,” reprinted from Temple 
Bar, 1870; and "A Vindication of 
Lord Byron,” I860, occasioned by 
Mrs. Stowe’s article, "The True 
Story of Lord Byron’s Life.” Mr. 
Austin is an ardent advocate of 
the policy of the Conservative 
party, and has made two unsuc¬ 
cessful attempts to entor Parlia¬ 
ment, for Taunton in 1863, and for 
Dewsbury in 1880. He has written 
muoh for the Standard newspaper 
and for the Quarterly Review .

BABINGTON, Charles Cardale, 
M.A., F.R.S.,F.S.A., F.L.S„F.G.S., 
son of the late Rev. Joseph Babing- 
ton, M.A., L.M., and grandson of 
Thomas Babington,Esq.,of Rothloy 
Temple, Leicestershire, was bom at 
Ludlow in 1808, and educated at 
St. John’s Collogc,Cambridge (B.A. 
1830; M.A. 1833). He is Professor 
of Botany in the University of Cam¬ 
bridge, and he was elected to a pro¬ 
fessorial fellowship at St. John’s 
College in Oct. 1882. Mr. Babing- 
ton is well known as a naturalist,

absent on sick leave. When Sir 
James Outram was sent to Aden 
to reduce into order the compli¬ 
cated affairs of the Arabs of the 
surrounding districts, he availed 
himself largely of Mr. Badger's 
knowledge of, and influence with, 
the native chiefs, and on his ap¬ 
pointment as Commander-in-Chief 
to the Persian Expedition, in 1857, 
he requested that Mr. Badger 
might be appointed Staff Chaplain 
and Arabic Interpreter to the 
force. Having shared with the 
force all the dangers of the cam¬ 
paign, Mr. Badger received the 
Persian "War Medal. In 1860 he 
was appointed coadjutor to Sir W. 
Goghlan to settle the serious diffi¬ 
culties which had arisen between 
the Sayyid Thuwainy, wbo then 
ruled over Onuln, and the Sayyid 
M&jid, the then ruler of the 
East African possessions of their 
deceased father, the renowned 
Sayyid Sa'id, Mr. Badger returned 
to England in 1861, and again 
accompanied Sir James Outram on 
an important visit to Egypt. In 
the following year he retired from 
the service, and devoted himself 
mainly to literary pursuits. In 


1872 he was appointed confidential 
adviser to Sir Bartle Erere on his 
special mission to Zanzibar. In 
recognition of his services, as well 
to the Church of England as to 
science, Mr. Badger was, in 1873, 
created a D.C.L.by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, and Royal Lotters 
Patent j and two years later ho 
was appointed to attend upon the 
Sultan of Zanzibar and suite dur¬ 
ing their visit to England. Among 
liis numerous workB are a tf History 
of the Im&rns and Sayyids of 
J Oinftn ” (for the Hakluyt Society), 
1871; the " Travels of Ludovico 
di Varthema in India and the 
East, a.d. 1503-8 " (edited for tho 
same Society), 1873, a work which 
obtained for him the dignity of 
Knight Commander of the Crown 
of Italy; and an u English-Arabic 
Lexicon,” published in 1881. Dr. 
Badger has also published several 
reviews of important works on 1s- 
lftm, and has taken a prominent 
part in the literature connected 
with the Egyptian crisis. In 1880 
ho was created a Companion of tho 
Gleaming Star by H. H. the Sultan 
of Zanzibar. 

BAGGALLAY, The Right Kon, Sir 
Richard, eldest son of the late Mr, 
Richard Baggallay, of Kingthorpo 
House, Upper Tooting, was bom 
at Stockwell, Surroy, May 13,1810, 
and educated at Caius College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1839 as 14th wrangler, pro¬ 
ceeded M.A. in 1812, and was 
olocted a foundation Eullow of his 
college. In 1813 ho was called to 
the bar at Lincoln's Inn, Having 
acquired an extensivo practice at 
the Equity bar, ho was in 1861 ap¬ 
pointed one of Her Majesty's 
CounBol. For several yoars ho was 
counsel to the University of Cam¬ 
bridge (1869—75), Ho also became 
a bencher of his Inn, and a magis¬ 
trate for the counties of Surrey 
and Hereford, At the general 
election in July, 18G5, he was re¬ 
turned to the House of Commons in 
the Conservative interest, though 
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lie declared himself to he in favour 
of extending the franchise to those 
•whose position and intelligence 
afforded a sufficient guarantee for 
its proper exercise. He hold for a 
short time the post of Solioitor- 
Ueneral in the administration of 
Mr. Disraeli, viz., from Sept, to 
Dec. 18(38, when he received the 
honour of knighthood. Sir Hi chard 
was an unsuccessful candidate for 
the representation of Hereford at 
the general election of Doc. 1868, 
and again in 1869, after the elec¬ 
tion of Dec. had been doclared 
void i he remained out of Parlia¬ 
ment till Oct. 1870, when he was 
chosen member for Mid-Surrey. 
At tho general election of Feb. 
187*1 ho was again returned by the 
same constituency, and waB re¬ 
elected upon his appointment as 
Solicitor-General; and two months 
later he succeeded Sir John JCars- 
lake as Attorney-General. On the 
Judicature Act coming into opera¬ 
tion in Nov. 1875, he was appointed 
a Lord Justice of the Court of Ap¬ 
peal and a member of the Privy 
Council. In Nov. 1885 he resigned 
his appointment of Lord Justice, 
in eonsequcnco of the state of his 
health. 

BAILEY, John Eglington, F.S.A., 
born Feb. 13, 1810, at Edgbaston, 
near Birmingham, was educated at 
Boteler's Free Grammar School, 
Warrington, and Owens College, 
Manchester. For many years he 
has been connected with the Man¬ 
chester branch of tho large mer¬ 
cantile firm of Messrs. Kalli 
Brothers. In 187G he was ap¬ 
pointed a member of tho Council 
of the Chetham Society, and is now 
its secretary, Mr. Bailey has pub¬ 
lished “ The Life of Thomas 
Fuller, D.D., with Notices of his 
Books, his Kinsmen, and his 
Friends,” 1874 \ a collection of 
Dr. Fuller's ff Sermons,” a " Me¬ 
moir of Henry Clarke,” 1877 j and 
" Inventories of the Church Goods 
of Lancashire, 1652” (for the 
Chetham Society), 1878. Amongst 


other tracts he has editod tho 
" Manchester al Mondo ” of the 
firBt Earl of Manchester (1G38). 
He has also contributed a largo 
number of papers to local and 
other journals, relating to bio¬ 
graphy, history, and bibliography, 
and mostly connected with Lan- 1 
cashire and Cheshire. The " Bib¬ 
liographical History of Shorthand, 11 
perhaps his most interesting work, 
still remains in MS. In 1881 Mr. 
Bailey established The Palatine 
Note-Book, an illustrated monthly 
antiquarian and bibliographical 
journal, circulating in Lancashire, 
Cheshire, and the North of Eng¬ 
land, which has boon called the 
Notes and Queries of that district. 
It has contained a memoir of Dr. 
John Ferriar, and several other 
papers from his pen. 

BAILEY, Philip James, son of 
Thomas Bailey, author of the " An¬ 
nals of Notts,” who died in 185G, 

I was bom at Nottingham, April 22, 
181G. Having been educated at 
various schools in his native town, 
he in 1801 matriculated at the Uni¬ 
versity of Glasgow, whore be 
studied for two sessions under 
Professors Buchanan, Sir D. K, 
Sandford, Thomson, and Milne. 
In 1833 he began to study the law. 
was admitted a member of Lin¬ 
coln's Inn in 1835, and called to 
the Bar in 1840. Having little 
inclination for legal pursuits, Mr. 
Bailey before this time had carried 
on an extonsivo and varied course 
of reading in the libraries of tho 
British Musoum and Lincoln's Inn, 
as well as at home. He was ac¬ 
customed to the composition of 
verse from early years, " Festus,” 
conceived and planned originally 
in 183 G, and published in 1830, 
was well received in this country 
and in America, where it has 
passed through many editions. It 
reached its eighth edition in thiB 
country in 1808. "The Angel 
World,” a poem afterwards incor¬ 
porated with "Festus,” appeared 
in 1850j another poem, "The 
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Mystic,” in 1855; " The Ago," a 
Satire, in 1858; and " The Uni¬ 
versal Hymn," in 1867, 

BAIM - , Alexander, LL.D., born at 
Aberdeen in 1818, entered Maris- 
chal College in 1836, where he 
took the degree of M.A. in 1840. 
From 1841 to 1844 lie taught, as 
deputy, the class of Moral Philo¬ 
sophy in Marischal College j from 
1844 to 1845, the Natural Philo¬ 
sophy Class. In 1845 ho was 
elected Professor of Natural Philo¬ 
sophy in the Andersonian Univer¬ 
sity, Glasgow, but retired at the 
end of a year. In 1847 he was 
appointed by the Metropolitan 
Sanitary Commissioners their As- 
ssistant-Secretary, and in 1848 
became Assistant-Secretary to the 
General Board of Health, which 
post he resigned in 1850. From 
1857 to 1862 ho was Examiner in 
Logic and Moral Philosophy in the 
University of London. In 1858, 
1859, 1860, 1863, 1864, 1808, and 
1870, he acted as Examiner in 
Moral Science at the India Civil 
Service Examinations. In 1860 he 
was appointed by the Crown, Pro¬ 
fessor of Logic in the University 
of Aberdeen. In 1864 he was re¬ 
elected Examiner in the University 
of London, and continued to hold 
that position till 1869. His first 
literary production was an article, 
in 1840, in the Westminster Review, 
to which he contributed at various 
times. In 1847-8 he wrote text¬ 
books on Astronomy, Electricity, 
and Meteorology, in Messrs. Cham¬ 
bers’s school series, several of 
Chambers's " Papers for the 
People,” and the articles on Lan¬ 
guage, Logic, the Human Mind, 
and Rhetoric in the " Information 
for the People.” In 1852 he pub¬ 
lished an edition of the "Moral 
Philosophy of Palcy,” with disser¬ 
tations and notes. "The Sonses 
and the Intellect” appeared in 
1855, and " The Emotions and the 
Will,” completing a systematic ex¬ 
position or the human mind, in 
1859. "The Study of Character, 


including an Estimate of Phreno¬ 
logy,” was published in 1861, an 
English Grammar in 1863, and 
" Manual of English Composition 
and Rhetoric ” in 1866. His more 
recent works are, " Mental and 
Moral Science,” 1868 j "Logic, 
Deductive and Inductive,”. 1870 ; 
" Mind and Body ; Theories of 
their Relation,” 1873 ; a collection 
of "The Minor Works of George 
Grote, with Critical Remarks on his 
Intellectual Character, Writings, 
and Speeches,” 1873; "A Com¬ 
panion to the Higher English 
Grammar,” 1874; "Education as 
a Science," 1879 ; " James Mill, a 
Biography,” "John Stuart Mill, 
a Criticism, with Personal Recol¬ 
lections,” 1882; and " Practical 
Essays,” 188J. In I860 he retired 
from the Logic chair of Aberdeen 
University. In 1881 he was 
elected, by the students. Lord 
Rector of the University; and 
again eloctcd in 188J. 

BAINES, Sir Edward, second son 
of the late Edward Baines, was 
born in 1800, and educated at the 
Protestant Dissenters’ Grammar 
School, Manchester. For nmny 
ycarB he was associated with his 
father as editor and proprietor of 
the Leeds Mercury, one of the most 
influential Liberal oi’gans in the 
North of England; and he is tho 
author of "The History of tho 
Cotton Manufacture,” "The Lifo 
of the late Edward Baines,” "A 
Visit to the Yaudois of Piod- 
niont,” " Th e W oollen M anuf acture 
ol’ England,” and other works bear¬ 
ing on the industrial progress and 
commerce of the nation. Sir E, 
Baines, who is President of tho 
Yorkshire Union of Mechanics’ 
Institutes, was elected M,P. for 
Leeds in his brother’s place in 
1850, but he lost his seat at tho 
general election of Feb. 1874. In 
1861 his attempt to introduce 
into Parliament a bill to reduce 
the franchise in boroughs to <£G 
■was defeated on a division by 
245 to 193 votes. In 1861 and 
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1865 the measure was again re¬ 
jected by the House of Commons. 
Mr. Baines was a member of the 
Schools Inquiry Commission (1865 
to 1 SG 8 ), and a supporter of the 
Endowed Schools Act of 1869, and 
the Elementary Education Act of 
1870. As one of the leading Dis¬ 
senting members, he took an active 
part in opposition to Church Sates 
and University Tests, and in sup¬ 
porting the Irish Church Dis¬ 
establishment Bill. He was also a 
decided friend of the Repeal of the 
Com Laws, and every measure of 
Free Trade. In Doc. I860, he 
received the honour of knighthood. 
He is a Magistrate and Deputy- 
Lieutenant of West Riding of 
Yorkshire. 

BAIRD, Spencer Fullerton, LL.D., 
born at Beading, Pennsylvania, 
Feb. 3, 1823, was educated at 
Dickinson College, where he be¬ 
came Professor of Watur&l Science 
in 18*16. In 1855 he was appointed 
Assistant-Secretary to the Smith¬ 
sonian Institution at Washington, 
and on the death of Professor 
Henry, in 1878, succeeded him as 
Secretary. Ho is oclitor and trans¬ 
lator of the " Iconographic En¬ 
cyclopedia,” Hew York, 1851; is 
author of various papers on zoo¬ 
logy, and of reports on natural- 
history-collections made by Cap¬ 
tains Stanshury and Marcy, and 
Lieutenant Gilliss, the United 
States and Mexican Boundary Sur¬ 
vey, and the Pacific Railroad Sur¬ 
vey. He has also published, in 
conjunction with John Cassin, 
“ The Birds of Worth America” (2 
vole., 1860) j and " The Mammals 
of Worth America,” 1861, and in 
connection with Charles Girard, a 
"Catalogue of Serpents in Worth 
Amorica, 1862. In 1864 he com¬ 
menced a work upon the birds of 
the Wew World generally, under 
the title, "Review of American 
Birds in the Museum of the Smith¬ 
sonian Institution.” In conjunc¬ 
tion with T. M. Brewer and R, 
Ridgway, ho published, in 1884, 


"The Land Birds of Worth 
America” (3 vols.), and "The 
Water Birds of Worth America” (2 
vols.). In 1871 he was appointed 
by the President, United States 
Commissioner of Pish and 
Fisheries, for the purpose of 
making inquiries into the causes 
of the decrease of the food fishes 
of the United States, and the 
methods of restoring them. He 
has published in various scientific 
periodicals, and in the reports, of 
the Smithsonian Institution, nu¬ 
merous papers upon the mammals, 
birds, and fishes of Worth America. 
He also for several years furnished 
to Hai-per’a Magazine , a monthly 
r&umt of the progress of science, 
and prepared an annual volume 
describing the advances made in 
soience during the year. 

BAKER, John Gilbert, F.R.S., 
P.L.S., born at Guisborough, in 
Yorkshire, Jan. 13, 1831, was edu¬ 
cated at schools belonging to the 
Society of Friends at Aukwoi*th and 
York. He wn a appointed Assistant- 
Curator of the Herbarium of the 
Royal Gardens, Kew, in 1806, 
which office lie still holds, and 
Lecturer and Demonstrator of 
Botany to the Apothecaries' Com¬ 
pany in 1882. He was for many 
years Lecturer on Botany to the 
London Hospital, and one of the as¬ 
sistant editors to Bcemann’s Journal 
of Botany. Formerly Mr. Baker was 
Curator, and afterwards Secretary, 
of the London Botanical Exchange 
Club.

BAKER t Sir Samuel White, 
F.R.S., MA,, eldest son of the late 
Samuel Baker, Esq,, of Lypiatt 
Park, Gloucestershire, was born in 
London, June 8, 1821, and was 
educated at a private school and 
in Germany. He married, in 1843, 
Henrietta, daughter of the Rev, 


Charles Martin. In 1817 he esta¬ 
blished an agricultural settlement 
and sanatorium at Newera Ellia, 
in the mountains of Coylon, at an 
altitude of 6,200 feet above the Boa 
level. At great porsonal cost he, 
together with his brother, conveyed 
emigrants from England, and the 
best breeds of cattle and sheop, to 
found the mountain colony. The 
impulso given by this adventure 
secured the assistance of the Colo¬ 
nial Office, and with the increasing 
prosperity of Ceylon, Newera Ellia 
has become a resort of considerable 
importance, the most recent de¬ 
velopment being the cultivation of 
the valuable Cinchona plant. In 
1854, Baker retired from Ceylon 
after eight years’ residence, and at 
the death of his wife in 1855 he 
proceeded to the Crimea, and he was 
subsequently engaged in Turkey in 
the organization ot the first railway. 
In 1861 he commenced an enterprise 
entirely at hia own cost for the dis¬ 
covery of the Nile sources in the 
hope of meeting tlio Government 
expedition under the command of 
Captain Speke, who had started 
from Zanzibar for the same object. 
Having married, in 18G0, Florence, 
daughter of M. Furman von Suss, 
he was accompanied throughout 
this arduous journey hy his wifo. 
Leaving Cairo April 15, 1861, he 
reached, on Juno ] 3, the junction 
of the Atbom with the Nile. For 
nearly a year he explored the 
regions of Abyssinia whence 
comes the Blue Nilo, and in June, 
1802, descended to Khartoum, at 
the junotion of the Blue and tlio 
White Nile. Hero he organised a 
party of ninety-six persons to ex¬ 
plore the course of the latter river. 
They set out in Deo, 1802, and 
reached Gondokoro in Fch. 1803. 
Hore Baker had the good fortune 
to meet Captains Speko and Grant, 
who had succeeded in reaching tlio 
Lftlco Yictoria N’yanza, which they 
bolievod to bo the ultimate source 
of the Nile, Baker, having resolved 
to supplement their explorations. 
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supplied them -with, the necessary 
voasels for the voyage to Khartoum, 
and started from Gondokoro by 
land, Mur. 26, 1863, -without either 
interpreter or guide, in defiance of 
the opposition of the slave-hunters, 
who attempted to bar his progress. 
The route was first eastward, then 
nearly south, and afterwards turned 
towards the east. On March Id, 

1864, lie came in sight of a great 
fresh-water lake, tho “ Mwootan 
N'zigc,” until thenunknown, which 
he named the Albert N'yauza. 
After navigating the lake from N. 
lat. 1° 14' to the exit of tho Nile at 
2 ° 16', he set out on his homeward 
journey early in April, 1864, but 
owing to illness and the disturbed 
condition of the country he did not 
reach Gondokoro until March 23, 

1865. The Koyal Geographical So¬ 
ciety now awarded to him its Vic¬ 
toria Gold Medal, and on his return 
to England in 18G6 he was created 
M. A.of theTTniversity of Cambridge 
and recoived the honour of knight¬ 
hood. In Sept. 18G9, he undertook 
the command of an expedition to 
Central Africa under tho auspices 
of the Khedive, who placed at his 
disposal a force of ]500 picked 
Egyptian troops, and intrusted him 
for four yearB with absolute and 
uncontrolled power of life and 
death. He undertook to subdue 
the African wilderness, and to annex 
it to the civilized world j to destroy 
tho slave trade, and to establish 
regular commerce in its place ; to 
open up to civilization those vast 
African lakes which are tho equa¬ 
torial reservoirs of the Nile; and to 
add tho whole of the countries 
which border on that river to the 
kingdom of the Pharaohs. Sir 
Samnel, having first recoived from 
the Sultan tho Order of the Medjidie 
and the rank of Pasha and Major- 
general, left Cairo with his party 
on Dec. 2, 1809, Lady Baker, as in 
former journeys, accompanying 
him. He returned in 1873 ana re¬ 
ported the complete success of the 
expedition. Sir Samuel is the author 


of "The Kiflo and the Hound in 
Ceylon,” 1851, new edit. 1871 j 
" Eight Years' Wanderings in Cey¬ 
lon,” 1855, new edit. 1871 j "Tho 
Albert N'yanza, Great Basin of the 
Nile, and Explorations of the Nile 
Sources,” 2 vols. 1866, translated 
into French and German; "Tho 
Nile Tributaries of Abyssinia and 
the Sword Hunters of theHamram 
Arabs,” 1867,4th edit. 1871; " Cast 
up by the Sea,” a Story, I860, 
translated into French by Madame 
P. Fernand under the title of 
" L'Enfant du Naufrago;" "Is- 
mailia*. a Narrative of the Expe¬ 
dition to Central Africa for the 
Suppression of the Slave Trade; 
arranged by Ismail, Khedive of 
Egypt,” 2 vols. 1871. In 1879, 
shortly after the British occupa¬ 
tion of Cyprus, he visited every 
portion of the island to thoroughly 
investigate its resources, the re¬ 
sults of which journey he published 
in a volume entitled " Cyprus as I 
saw it in 1879.” Thence he pro¬ 
ceeded upon various researches 
through Syria, India, Japan, and 
America. Sir Samuel is a Fellow 
of the Koyal Geographical Society 
of London, and an honorary mem¬ 
ber of the Geographical Societies 
of Paris, Berlin, Italy, and America. 
He has received the GrandeMedaille 
d'Or of the Societe de Geographie 
de Paris. He is a Deputy-Lieute¬ 
nant of Gloucestershire, and J.P. 
of Devon; he has the Orders, the 
Grand Cordon of the Medjidieh, and 
the second and third classes, in 
addition to the second class of the 
Osmanle. 

BAKER, Valentin©, bom 1825, is 
the son of Samuel Baker, Esq., and 
brother of Sir Samuel Baker. He 
entered tho British army 1848, Au¬ 
gust 1, served through the Kaffir 
war of 1852-53, and in the Crimea 
during the campaign of 1855. In 
1800 he took command of the 10th 
Hussars, which he resigned in 1873 
by reason of seniority. He left Eng¬ 
land and travelled through Persia 
and on the borders of Afghanistan 
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in order to gain exact information as | 
to the geographical disposition of | 
the country "between the Russian 
and British frontiers. On his ro- 
turn he published the result of his 
observations in a book entitled 
"Clouds in the East.” At this 
time he was known as a brilliant 
cavalry officer with considerable 
knowledge of army organisation. 
In 187*1 he was appointed Assistant 
Quarter Master General at Aider- 
shot, but in the following year, in 
consequence of the issue of the trial 
"The Queen v. Baker,” he was dis¬ 
missed the service. In 1877 ho 
began a new military career in the 
Turkish Empire. He was employed 
in organising the gendarmerie, and 
held the position of Major-General 
in the Turkish service. In the 
August of that year he went to 
Shumlft as Staff! Military adviser 
to the Turkish commander, and 
was conspicuous throughout the 
campaign on the Lom. He em¬ 
bodied the history of the campaign 
in a work entitled "The War in 
Bulgaria.” After the English suc¬ 
cesses in Egypt the organisation 
of the gendarmerie in that country 
was put under his control; and in 
1884 on the defeat of Hicks Pasha, 
General Baker, known as Baker 
Pasha, made an attempt to relieve 
Tokar, but was defeated, Feb, G, 
1884. Since then repeated hut un¬ 
successful attempts have been made 
to securo his reinstatement in the 
British army. Besides the works 
above mentioned he is the author 
of the following:—" The British 
Cavalry,” 1858 3 "Our National 
Defences,” 1860. He is also known 
as a writer on subjects relating to 
Army Reform and the Employ¬ 
ment of Cavalry, 

BAKER, The Rev. William, D.D., 
Head Master of Merchant Taylors' 
School, youngest son of the lato 
George Baker, Esq., of Reigate, 
was horn at Reigate in December, 
1841, and educated at Merchant 
Taylors’ School and St. John's Col¬ 
lege, Oxford, of whioli he was some¬ 


time Fellow and Tutor. He ob¬ 
tained a first class in classics at 
Moderations in 1862, and a Becond 
class in the Final Classical School 
in lSGt, and was elected Denyer 
and Johnson Theological Scholar 
in 1866. Ho was appointed Head 
Master of Merchant Taylors' School, 
on the retirement of Dr. Hessey, at 
Christmas, 1870, and Prebendary 
of St. Paul's in 1880, He iB the 
author of "A Manual of Devotion 
for School Boys,” published. in 
1870 ; " Lectures on the Historical 
and Dogmatical Position of the 
Church of England,” in 1882 ; " A 
Plain Exposition of the Thirty- 
nine Articles,” in 1883 3 " Daily 
Prayers for Younger Boys,” in 
1886. 

BALFOUR, The Right Hon. Arthur 
James, M.P., eldest son of tho lato 
Mr. James Maitland Balfour, of 
Wloittinghamo, by his marriage 
with the Lady Blanche Oocil, 
second daughter of the late and 
sister of the present Marquis of 
Salisbury, was born in 1818, and 
educated at Eton and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge. Ho actod os 
Private Secretary to Lord Salis¬ 
bury (then Foreign Minister) from 
1878 to 1880, and accompanied 
him to the Berlin Congress. In 
1874 he was elected for Hertford,, 
and continued to represent that 
constituency in tho Conservative 
interest until 1885, when he was 
elected for East Manchester, for 
which he was again returned in 
1886. Under Lord Salisbury’s first 
administration Mr, Balfour was 
President of the Local Government 
Board, and in the Ministry of 1886 
he was appointed Secretary for 
Scotland. Mr, Balfour is an hon, 
LL.D. of Edinburgh, and is tho 
author of "A Defence of Philo¬ 
sophic Doubt.” He is a brothor 
of the late Mi 1 , Francis Maitland 
Balfour, the distinguished physi¬ 
ologist, and of Mr, Gerald Balfour., 
M.P. for Leeds.

Dr. Balfour is a member 
of many learned societies on the 
Continent, is a Vice-President of 
the Royal Socioty of Edinburgh, 
and was for thirty years (up to 
1877) Dean of tho Medical Faculty 
of the University of Edinburgh in 
that city, and is now an assessor 
of that University. 

BALL, The Bight Eon, John 
ThomaB, M,P., LL.D., eldest son of 
Major Benjamin Marcus Ball, was 
bom at Dublin in 1815, and edu¬ 
cated at Trinity College, Dublin, 
graduating B,A. in 1830, and LL.D, ] 
m 1811*. He was called to the Irish 
bar in 1840, and beoame succes¬ 
sively a Queen's Counsel, Queen's 
Advocate and Judge of the Pro¬ 
vincial Consistorial Court at Ar¬ 
magh. At the general election of 
18G8 lie was returned to tho House 
of Commons m the Conservative 
interest by the University of Dub¬ 
lin, and for a few weeks in Nov, 
and Dec. of that year he was suc¬ 
cessively Solicitor-General and At¬ 
torney-General for Ireland under 
Mr. Disraeli's administration. In 
1870 the University of Oxford con¬ 
ferred on him the honorary degree 
of D.C.L, Dr, Ball proved himself 
to bo a ready and energetic debater 
by his numerous speeches on the 
Church Bill, the Land Bill, and 
other measures affecting Ireland. 
When the Conservatives came into 
power in Feb. 1874, Dr, Ball again 


became Attorney-General for Ire¬ 
land, and at the close of that year 
ho was appointed Lord Chancellor 
of Ireland. He took the oaths of 
office Jan. 1, 1875, and resigned in 
May, 1880. He has boon ^ Vice- 
Chancellor of the University of 
Dublin, since Jan. 1880. He mar¬ 
ried, in 1832, Catherine, daughter 
of the Rev. Charles R. Elringfcon, 
Regius Professor of Divinity in tho 
University of Dublin. 

BALL, John, F.R.S., oldest son 
of the late Rt. Hon. Nicholas Ball, 
formerly M.P. for Clonmel and 
Attorney - General for Ireland, 
afterwards Judge of tho Court of 
Common PleaB, was born in 
Dublin, August 20, 1818, and 
educated at Osoott College, and 
afterwards at Christ's College, 
Cambridge, where lie took honours 
as a ■wrangler in the mathematical 
tripos in 1839, but owing to the 
restrictions then in force did not 
take a degree. He was callod to 
the Irish Bar in 1843, but never 
went circuit. In April 1810 he 
was appointed an extra assistant 
Poor Law Commissioner for the 
purpose of visiting and reporting 
on the condition of the pooror dis¬ 
tricts in whioh famine was then 
apprehended, In tho course of 
five months ho inspected nearly 
every parish in Munster and many 
oilier distressed districts elsewhere, 
In the autumn of the same year he 
was appointed to the charge of the 
Dublin district, including the en¬ 
tire province of Leinster. In tho 
autumn of 1847 he resigned, owing 
to ill-hoalth, and spent the wintor 
and spring of 1848 in Romo. In 
the spring of 1849, on the resigna¬ 
tion of Mr. Twisloton, the oliief 
Poor Law Commissioner in Ire¬ 
land, he was appointed Second 
Commissioner with tho lato Sir 
Alfred Powor, who succeeded to 
tho chief placo. On tho occurronco 
of the general election in the 
summer of 1862 ho resigned his 
office and offered himself as Liberal 
candidate for the County of Car- 
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low, where for many years tlie 
Conservative party had held both 
seats, and was returned at the head 
of tlie poll by a very narrow 
majority. In the House of Com¬ 
mons ho supported the claim of 
the Irish occupying tenants to full 
compensation for improvements, 
opposed various motions tending 
to molest the inmates of convents, 
and incurred some unpopularity in 
Ireland by supporting Mr. Grind¬ 
stone's budget of 1853 by which 
the income tax was extended to 
Ireland. In 1855, soon after the 
formation of Lord Palmerston's 
first administration, ho accepted 
tho office of Under-Secretary for 
the Colonies, and held that office for 
more than two years. In the general 
eleotion of 1858 ho was defeated 
in a close and very excited contest 
for the representation of Limerick, 
the result leading to his retire¬ 
ment from political life and devo¬ 
tion to scientific pursuits, espe¬ 
cially to botany. Mr. Ball has 
resided much in Italy, and visited 
the countries surrounding the Me¬ 
diterranean. More recently ho 
has travelled in Worth and South 
America. His chief works are, 
"The Alpine Guide," 3 vols. 
(1800-65) j " A Tour in Morocco and 
the Great Atlas," by Hookor and 
Ball. He has also published 
numerous papers ou scientific sub¬ 
jects— e.g. “ Spicilegium Flores 
Moroccanm,” contributions to tho 
flora of Worth Patagonia, contribu¬ 
tions to the flora of the Peruvian 
Andes, and o Liter botanical papers 
in the journal of tho Linnean So¬ 
ciety, the "Annals of Natural 
History,” the " Linncea,” the 
" Bulletin do la Societc Botanique 
de France,” &c. He has contri¬ 
buted papers on the structure and 
motion of glaciers and other phy¬ 
sical and geological subjects to 
the Philosophical Magazine , the 
Reports of the British Association, 
the "Wuova Antologia Italiana,” 
&c. An important paper on the 
" Origin of the Flora of the Euro¬ 
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pean Alps ” was published in the 
Proceedings of the Geographical 
Society. Mr. Ball is a F.R.S., 
member of the Royal Irish Aca¬ 
demy of the Linnean and Royal 
Geographical Societies and of 
several foreign scientific societies, 
BALL, SirRobert Stawcll, LL.D., 
F.It.S., was born at Dublin, July 
1 , 1810, and educated at Chester 
by Dr. Brindley. Ho was appointed 
University Student at Trinity Col¬ 
lege, Dublin, in 18G1 j Lord Posse’s 
Astronomer at Parsonstown in 
1865 ; Professor of Applied Mathe¬ 
matics and Mechanism at the 
Royal College of Science for Ire¬ 
land in 1867} Fellow of the Royal 
Society in 1873 ; Andrews Professor 
of Astronomy in the University of 
Dublin, and Royal Astronomer of 
Ireland in 1871. He obtained the 
Cunningham Gold Medal of the 
Royal Irish Academy. Mr. Ball is 
author of the following works 
among others :—■" Experimental 
Mechanics,” 1871; "Theory of 
Screws," Dublin, 1876 ; " Elements 
of Astronomy," 1880; besides many 
papers on mathematics, astronomy, 
and physical science in various 
publications. He has frequently 
lectured on Astronomy at the lead¬ 
ing institutions in the United 
Kingdom, and we may especially 
refer to his various courses at the 
Royal Institution. His latest work 
is the well-known "Story of the 
Heavens,” and he is also the 
editor of tho new Admiralty 
manual of scientific inquiry. He 
was knighted on Jan. 20th, 1886. 

BALLAWTINE, William, Ser- 
ieant-at-Law, is a son of the late 
Mr. William Ballantine, who for 
many years filled the office of 
magistrate at the Thames Police 
Court. He was horn in London, 
Jan. 3,1812, and was called to the 
bar at the Inner Temple, June 6, 
1834. For some years he practised 
in the criminal courts ; in 1856 
he was created a serjeant-at-law} 
and he was at one time engaged in 
many of the important causes 
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tried in Westminster Hall, lie 
received a patent oi precedence 
from Lord Wcstbury. Amongst 
other causes lie was counsel for the 
Claimant in his original suit to 
acquire the Ticlibomo baronetcy 
and estates (1871). Ho lias the 
reputation of being a skilful cross- 
examiner, and was highly compli¬ 
mented in the House of Lords in a 
suit for a divorce which he con¬ 
ducted with groat success against 
Sir Filzroy Kelly and other counsel 
of great eminence. In 1809 he 
was appointed, by vote of the 
House of Commons, to conduct, in 
conjunction with Mr. Barry, the 
Irish Attorney-General, the legal 
proceedings against the Mayor 
of Cork, Mr. O'Sullivan. That 
functionary had made himself 
conspicuous by the violent ex¬ 
pression of his political sentiments 
on various occasions, and had eulo¬ 
gized, at a public banquet, the 
Fenian O’Farrell, who had at¬ 
tempted to assassinate the young 
Duke of Edinburgh in Australia. 
The House of Commons ordered a 
prosecution to he instituted, hut 
Mr. O’Sullivan resigned liis office, 
and consequently the affair came to 
an end. In 1876 Serjeant Ballan- 
tine received a brief to go ,f spe¬ 
cial" to India to defend a native 
prince, Mulhar Rao, the Gaekwar 
of Baroda, charged with an attempt 
to poison Colonel Plmyre, the 
British Resident. The retainer 
was 5,000 guineas, and a further 
scale of fees was arranged, being 
estimated at not loss than a further 
sum of 5,000 guineas. This hono¬ 
rarium is probably among the 
largest ever paid to counsel. The 
Commission which tried the case 
was divided in opinion, the native 
members holding the Gaekwar’s 
guilt not proved, and the result 
was an acquittal j but Her Ma¬ 
jesty’s Government deposed the 
Gaekwar on the ground of obvious 
incapacity and misconduct. Ser¬ 
jeant Ballantino is the author of 
" Experiences of a Barrister’s 


Life," 18S2; fr The Old World and 
the How," 1881. 

BANCROFT, George, Ph.I)., 
IjL.D., D.C.L,, born at Worces¬ 
ter, Massachusetts, Oct. 3, L800, 
entered Harvard College in 1813, 
and graduated in 1817. Almost 
immediately afterwards lie went 
abroad, where lie remained for 
five years, studying at Gottingen 
and Berlin, travelling through 
Germany, Italy, Switzerland, and 
Great Britain, and making tho 
personal acquaintance of many of 
the leading European scholars. 
He received tho degree of Pli.D. at 
Gottingen in 1820, and returning 
to America in 1822, whh for a year 
Greek tutor in Harvard College. 
In 3823, in conjunction with Dr. 
Joseph Coggswell, afterwards noted 
as the organizer of tho Aslor Lib¬ 
rary in Now York, he founded 
tho Round Ilill School uL North¬ 
ampton, Mfibsaoluibetta. The bailie 
year he published a volume of 
poems, and in 1821 a translation 
of Heercn’s “ Polities of Anoiont 
Greece." Ho was al&o at this 
time meditating and collecting 
materials for his “ History of tho 
United States/’ tho first volume of 
which appeared in 1831. In 1835 
he romovod to Springfield, Massa¬ 
chusetts, wlieru ho resided for 
three yoars, and completed tho 
second volume of his history. In 
1838 he was appointed Collector of 
tho Port of Boston, a position 
which ho occux>ied until 3 81J, being 
also a frequent spoalcor at political 
meetings, and still keeping up liis 
historical labours. The third vol¬ 
ume of his history appeared in 
1810. In 1811 ho was the Demo¬ 
cratic candidate for Governor of 
Massachusetts, hut was not elected. 
In 1815, Mr. Polk having been 
elected President, Mr. Bancroft 
entered his Cabinet as Secretary of 
tho Navy, and also served for a 
month as Acting Secretary of War. 
In 181G ho was sent as Minister to 
Great Britain, whore ho success¬ 
fully urged upon the British 
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Government the adoption of more 
liberal navigation laws, and was 
especially earnest in vindicating 
the rights of persons naturalized 
as citizens of the United States. 
During this residence in Europe 
ho made use of every opportunity 
to perfect his collections of docu¬ 
ments relating to American history. 
He returned to the United States 
in 1810, toot up his residence in 
New York, and set about the pre¬ 
paration of the remainder of his 
history, of which the tenth volume 
was published in 187*1. This brings 
the narrative to the close of the 
Revolutionary "War, and completes 
the hody of the work. Two sup¬ 
plementary volumes were issued in 
1882 under the title of ff History of 
the Foundation of the Constitution 
of the United States/’ which 
bring tbe narrative down to 3 780. 
After hia return from England ho 
for many years devoted himself 
wholly to literary labour« In Feb. 
1800, he delivered before Congress 
an address in memory of Abraham 
Lincoln. In May, 1807, he was 
appointed Minister to Prussia j in 
1808 ho "was accredited to the 
North German Confederation j and 
in 1871 to the German Empire. He 
was recalled from this mission at 
his own request, in 187-1*. During 
his mission to Germany several im¬ 
portant treaties were concluded 
with the various German States, 
relating especially to the natura¬ 
lization of Germans in America. 
Mr. Bancroft is a member of nume¬ 
rous learned societies at home and 
abroad. In 1855 he published a 
volume of " Miscellanies/’ com¬ 
prising a portion of the articles 
which he had contributed to the 
North American Review , In 1883 the 
first volume of a carefully revised 
edition of his history was pub¬ 
lished, of which the sixth and con¬ 
cluding one appeared in 1885. His 
latest publication is 99 A Plea for 
the Constitution of the United 
States wounded in the House of its 
Guardians/ J 1880. He now resides 


at Washington, D.C., passing his 
summers at Newport, Rhode 
Island. 

BANCROFT, Mrs. nee Marie Effle 
Wilton, actress, is the eldest 
daughter of the late Robert Plcy- 
dell Wilton, and a native of Don¬ 
caster. After acting from early 
childhood in the provinces,ch iefly at 
the old Theatre Royal, Bristol, she 
first appeared in London in Sept. 
1856, at the Lyceum Theatre, us the 
boy in "Belphegor” and "Perdita 
the Royal Milkmaid.” Subsequently 
she fulfilled various engagements 
at London houses, notably making 
the fortune of the celebrated bur¬ 
lesques’ at tho Strand Theatre. 
Miss Wilton, in partnership with 
Mr. II. J. Byron, became manager 
of the Prince of Wales’s Theatre, 
London, at Easter, 1865. Shortly 
afterwards she gave up burlesque 
acting, and devoted her entire 
attention to the production of 
English comedies, chiefly written 
by the late T. W. Robertson. She 
was married to Mr. S. B. Bancroft 
in Dec. 1807. Mr, and Mrs. Ban¬ 
croft continued their successful 
career at the Prince of Wales’s 
Theatre until January, 1880, when 
they migrated to the Haymarket, 
of which theatre they had become 
the lessees.

BARKER, Mary Ann (Lady, now 
Lady BROOME), is the eldest daugh¬ 
ter of the late Hon, W. G. Stewart, 
Island Secretary of Jamaica, in 
which island she was born. Being 
sent to England at two years old, 
she was educated at home, and re¬ 
turned to Jamaica in 1850. In 
1852 she married Captain G. R. 
Barker, Royal Artillery, who aftor- I 
wards distinguished himself very 
highly in the Crimean War and 
the Indian Mutiny, and was made 
K.C.B. for services in the field. 
Lady Barker went out to India to 
join Sir George early in 1800, hut 
he died in the autumn of that year, 
and she returned to England. In 
1805 Lady Barker married Mr. 
Frederick Napier Broome, then of 
Canterbury, New Zealand, and ac¬ 
companied him hack to the Middle 
Island. Early in 1800 Mr. Napier 
Broome and Lady Barker returned 
to England. “ Station Life in New 
Zealand/ 1 from Lady Barker’s pen, 
was published in the autumn of 
that year, and its success en¬ 
couraged the author to write, in 
the following year, a small volume 
for children,called “Stories About.” 
This second work was soon followed 
by “A Christmas Cake in Four 
Quarters,” “Spring Comedies,” a

BARKLY, Six Henry, K.C.B., 
G.C.M.G.,is of Scottish extraction, 
being the only son of the late ASueas 
lUrkly, Esq,, of Ross-shirc, an emi¬ 
nent West India merchant in Lon¬ 
don, whore ho was born in 1815. 

I Having received a sound commer¬ 
cial education at Bruce Castle 
School, Tottenham, he applied him¬ 
self to business, in which he ob¬ 
tained that practical experience 
which has placed him in the fore¬ 
most rank of our colonial adminis¬ 
trators. In 1815 he was elected 
M.P. for Leominster, which consti¬ 
tuency he represented till 1819, as 
a “ firm supporter of Sir R. Peel’s 
commercial policy.” In 1819 ho 
was appointed Governor and Com- 
mandor-in-Chief of the settlement 
of British Guinna (where ho owned 
estates), and diming his governor¬ 
ship laid before Parliament some 
valuable information respecting the 
colony, advocating the introduc¬ 
tion of Coolies and Chinese as 
labourers. Sir Henry also endea¬ 
voured to develop the resources of 
the colony by tho introduction of 
railways, and by reconciling the 
factions which had retarded its 
advancement. As Governor of 
Jamaica, from 1853 to 18DG, he was 
equally successful. Sir William 
Molcsworth, Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, in 1850 appointed him 
to the important and wealthy 
governorship of Victoria, for which 
his business habits and his large 
commercial experience peculiarly 
fitted liim \ and in 1863 ho was ap¬ 
pointed Goyemor of the Mauritius. 
In August, 1S70, ho was appointed 
Governor of the Cape of Good 
Hope, and he held that office till 
Dec. 1876. He was appointed Higl^. 
Coinmiesiouer for settling the 
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affairs of the territories adjacent 
to the eastern frontier of the Cape 
of G-ood Hope in Nov. 1870. Sir 
Henry Barkly was created a K.C.B. 
(Civil division) in IS53, on return¬ 
ing home from British Guiana; 
and G.C.M.G. in 1874. 

BARLOW, Thomas Oldham, R.A., 
•was horn at Oldham, near Man¬ 
chester, August 4, 1824. ^ From 
a very early age his desire "was 
to he a painter or an engraver. 
His father yielded to his -wish, 
and placed him with Messrs. Ste¬ 
phenson and Boyston, engravers, of 
Manchester. He became a student 
in the School of Design there, and 
gained the first prize for a design, 
exhibited under the title of " Cul- 
lings from Nature.” At the Man¬ 
chester Exhibition he saw a small 
picture, by the late John Phillip, 
entitled " Courtship,” and endea¬ 
voured io persuade a friend to pur¬ 
chase it, that he might engrave it 
before going to London; but this 
he was reluctantly obliged to aban¬ 
don , Soon after coining to London, 
he made the acquaintance of a gen¬ 
tleman, who suggested his engrav¬ 
ing a picture, ana offered to supply 
the necessary meanB. He therefore 
went to the flrBt exhibition that was 
opened—that of the British Institu¬ 
tion—where, to his delight, the first 
picture that caught his eye was the 
one he had desired to engrave in 
Manchester. This introduced him 
to the late John Phillip, whose first 
copyright Mr. Barlow purchased for 
JB5, Mr. Phillip having at first re¬ 
fused to take anything for it; and 
thus began their well-known friend¬ 
ship. Indeed, their similarity of 
taste and feeling was so marked, 
that they seemed inseparable. T1 ub 
intimacy and sympathy naturally 
resulted in Mr. Barlow engraving 
most of Phillip^ pictures. Mr. 
Barlow was elected an Associate 
Engraver of the Royal Academy by 
an almost unanimous vote in 1873, 
and in 1886 was appointed Director 
o i the Etching Class at South Ken¬ 
sington Museum. The fallowing

BARNABY, Sir Nathaniel, IC.C.B., 
was horn in 1829, at Chatham, and 
belongs to a family which has pro¬ 
duced many generations of ship¬ 
wrights in tho Royal Dockyard 
there. He was apprenticed to the 
trade of shipwright at Sheerness 
in 1813, and in 1818 ho won, by 
competition, on Admiralty Scholar¬ 
ship in the School of Naval Archi¬ 
tecture at Portsmouth. In 1861 
he superintended the construction 
of the "Viper” and "Wrangler” 
gun-vessols built by contract for 
the Royal Navy. In 1835 he en¬ 
tered tho designing office at the 
Admiralty, and during tho thirty 
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years he served there he was con¬ 
cerned in the design and construc¬ 
tion of all but three of the entire 
list of sea-going iigliting ships, 
armoured and unarmoured, which 
wore in existence or were building 
at the date of his retirement, from 
ill-health, in October, 1885. The 
exceptions were the "Neptune,” 
" Orion,” and rr Belleisle.” He 
was the means of inaugurating the 
change in construction from iron 
to steel in shipbuilding in England 
which has marked tlio last ten 
years so notably. He initiated and 
was responsible for the formation 
of an Admiralty List of Merchant 
Ships, having considerable security 
against foundering in collision, and 
appreciable fighting value as auxi¬ 
liaries in war. He was one of the 
four original founders of the Insti¬ 
tution of Naval Architects in I860, 
and has contributed many papers 
ou professional subjects to its 
Transactions, as well as tlie article 
on tlio "Navy” to the Encyclo¬ 
pedia Britannica.

BARNARD, Frederick Augustus 
Porter, D.D., LL.D., born at Shef¬ 
field, Massachusetts, May 5,1809, 
graduated at Tale College in 
1828 j became tutor thorc in 1829, 
and subsequently a teacher in tho 
Deaf and Dumb Asylums in Hart¬ 
ford and New York, Prom 1S37 
to 1818 he was Professor of Mathe¬ 
matics and Natural Philosophy, and 
afterwards, till 1854, of Chemistry, 
in tho University of Alabama. In 
1854 he became Professor of Mathe¬ 
matics and Astronomy in the Uni¬ 
versity of Mississippi, of which ho 
was elected President in 1856, and 
Chancellor in 1858, In 1854 he 


took orders in the Protestant Epis¬ 
copal Church, and in 1861 resigned 
his Chancellorship and chair in the 
University of Mississippi. In 1861 
he was chosen President of Colum¬ 
bia College, New York, a position 
which ho still holds. In 1860 he 
was a member of the Astronomical 
Exp edition to observe the total 
eclipse of tho sun in Labrador, 
and was elected President of the 
American Association, for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Science. In 18G2 he 
was engaged in the reduction of 
Gilliss’s observations of tho stars in 
tho southern hemisphere, and in 
1863 had charge of tlie publication 
of the charts and maps of the 
United States Coast Survey. He 
was one of the incorporators of the 
National Academy of Sciences 
(1863), and has been Chairman of 
its Physical Section. In 1807 he 
was United States Commissioner 
to the Paris Exhibition. He is a 
member of various learned socie¬ 
ties in Europe and America, and 
has received tho honorary degrees 
of LL.D. (Jefferson College, 1855, 
Yalo College, 1S59), S.T.T). (Uni¬ 
versity of Mississippi, 180J), and 
in 1872 that of Doctor of Lite¬ 
rature from the Regents of the 
University of New York, He has 
published "Treatise on Arith¬ 
metic,” 1830 } ° Analytic Gram¬ 
mar,” 1836 j “ Letters on Collogiato 
Government,” 1855; "History of 
the United States Coast Survey,” 
1857; "Report on Machinery and 
Industrial ArtB,” 1869; "Recent 
Progress of Science,” 1869j "The 
Metric System,” 1871; and "The 
Metrology of the Great Pyramid,” 
1884. He has also contributed 
largoly to scientific and educa¬ 
tional journals. In conjunction 
with Professor Arnold Guyot, ho 
edited Johnson’s "Universal Cy¬ 
clopedia,” 1874-7. 

BARNARD, Henry, LL.D., bom, 
at Hartford, Connecticut., Jan. 24, 
1811; A.B. (Yale College), 1830. 
After extensive travel in tlieUnited 
States, he made a two years’ tour 
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of Europe (1835—37), giving special 
attention to educational institu¬ 
tions and methods. He was from 
1837 to 1810 a meinhor of the Con¬ 
necticut Legislature, and earned 
through that body a complete re¬ 
organization of the common school 
system, and was for four years 
(1838—12) a member and secretary 
of the Board of Education created 
by it. Displaced by a political 
change in 1842, he spent more than 
a year in an extensive educational 
tour through the United States, 
with a view to the preparation of a 
History of Public Schools in the 
United States. He was called from 
the prosecution of this work to 
take charge of the public schools 
of Rhode Island; and after five 
years returned to Hartford, 1819. 
In 1850 a State Normal School was 
established in Connecticut, and ho 
was appointed Principal, with the 
added duties of State Superin¬ 
tendent of Public Schools. After 
five years of severe labour he re¬ 
tired from this work, but soon 
began the publication of the 
American Journal of Education, 
Hartford, in 1855, which is still 
continued. In addition to this lie 
has been engaged for many years 
in the publication of a Library of 
Education, which, in 53 vols., em¬ 
braces some 800 separate works. 
He has been President of the 
American Association for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Education, was 
elected in 1850 President and 
Chancellor of the University of 
Wisconsin, which office ho resigned 
in 1850; he was President in 1805-7 
of the St, John’s College, Anna¬ 
polis, Maryland, and United 
States Commissioner of the Depart¬ 
ment of Education in 1808-70. 
His own contributions to educa¬ 
tional literature have been so 
numerous, that but few of them 
can be mentioned here :—" Educa¬ 
tion in Factories/ 1 1812; "Na¬ 
tional Education in Europe/’ 
1851; " Normal Schools in the 
United States and Europe/’ 1851;

BARNETT, John, musical com¬ 
poser was born near Bedford, July 
1 5, 1802. His father was a native 
of Hanau, in Prussia, and his 
mother an Hungarian. Attho age 
of ten, being possessed of a wonder¬ 
ful contralto voice, be was articled 
to Mr. Samuel James Arnold, 
manager of Drury Lane, and sang 
in the " Shipwreck/’ and many 
other pieces, being alternately at 
that theatre and at Covent Garden 
for five successive years, and ap¬ 
pearing in the company of the 
elder Kean, when the latter made 
h is di ! b ufcin " Macbeth.” After the 
changing of his voice, Mr. Barnett 
devoted liimaelf exclusively to the 
study of the piano and composi¬ 
tion, under Ferdinand Ries (the 
favourite pupil of Beethoven), 
Sento Perer, Kalkbrenner, William 
Huxley, and Xarcier Schneider. 
His operas are: the famous 
"Mountain Sylph” (produced at 
the Lyceum in 1831, and the 
first real English opera); "Fail* 
Rosamond” (a grand historical 
opera produced in 183G); and 
"Farmelli” (produced in 1839). 
In addition to these important 
works, he is the composer of a 
large number of once eminently 
popular vaudevilles, such as "The 
Pet of the Petticoats,” " The Car¬ 
nival of Naples,” " Before Break¬ 
fast,” "Mr. Mallett,” and " Win 
and Wear Her.” His various can¬ 
zonets and ballads number, perhaps, 
a thousand, amongst which figure 
the familiar titles of "Tho Light 
Guitar,” "Rise, Gentle Moon,” 
and " Not a Drum was Heard.” 
He became a director of the 
Olympic Theatro in 1832, under the 
management of Madame Yostris, 
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In 1839 he married the youngest 
daughter of the late celebrated 
'violoncellist, Robert Bindley, after 
which he retired to Cheltenham, 
where he has resided for many 
years, turning his attention to tho 
study and cultivation of tho voice, 
upon which he has published an 
important volume. 

BARNETT, Rev. Samuel Augus¬ 
tus, M.A., was born about 18 LI, 
and educated at Wadham College/ 
Oxford, where he took a Second 
Class in 18G5. He was ordained 
deacon in 1867, and priest in 1868, 
and was from 1867-73 curate of 
St. Mary's, Bryauston Square. 
Ho was then appointed Vicar of 
St. Jude's, Whitechapel. In this 
capacity he has become one of the 
most distinguished of tho London 
clergy. His aim has been to 
civilize and educate tho people of 
Whitechapel not so much by direct 
religious teaching (which falls 
rather into the background in liis 
system) as by lectures, classes, 
athletics, amusements, art exhibi¬ 
tions, music, and social gatherings. 
With the help of friends from 
Oxford and elsewhere ho lias built 
" Toynbee Hall," close to St. 
Jude's Church, a kind of college, 
dedicated to the memory of the 
late Arnold Toynbee, which forms 
a centre for university men who 
como and settle for a time to work 
among the poor. The success of 
his free exhibitions of loan-collec¬ 
tions of pictures is attested by the 
increased number of people—many 
of them of the humblest classes— 
who overy year crowd to see them. 
In order to bring beauty within 
the roach of overy passer-by, he 
has erected on tho outside wall of 
his church a large and beautiful 
mosaic from tho design of Mr. G.

BARNTTM, Phineas Taylor, was 
born at Bethel, Connecticut, July 5, 
1810. Ho began business at the 
ago of thirteen, and in 183-1 ro- 
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moved to New York, where in 1841 
ho purchased the American Mu¬ 
seum, by which in a few years lie 
acquired a fortune. In 1836 he 
engaged Jenny Lind to visit 
America, to give 130 concerts, but 
the engagement was cancelled 
when 93 performances had been 
given. In 1853 ho took up his 
residence at Bridgeport, Connecti¬ 
cut, and engaged largely in real 
estate and manufacturing enter¬ 
prises. These wore unsuccessful, 
and he became bankrupt. Having 
effected a compromise with his 
creditors, ho resumed the manage¬ 
ment of tho Museum, and soon re¬ 
trieved his fortunes. He was 
twice burnt out—in 1865, and 
again in 1868, when he announced 
liis retirement from business. The 
instinct of the Bhowman, however, 
was tooj strong, and after a few 
years he re-entered the field on a 
larger scale than ever. Mr. Bar- 
num served one term in the Con¬ 
necticut Legislature (1803), and 
was a candidate for Congress in 
I860, but was defeated by his 
Democratic opponent. He has lec¬ 
tured upon temperance and other 
topics, and besides some smaller 
works has published: " The Life 
of P. T, Barman, written by Him¬ 
self,” 1855 ; ** The Humbugs of 
the World,” 1863; and a sort of 
autobiography entitled "Struggles 
and Triumphs,” 1869. 

BARODA, The Maharajah Gaek- 
war of, His Highness Maharajah 
Syaji Rao Gaekwar was born on 
tlio 10th of March, 1863, at the 
town of Knvalana in the Nassick 
District, and is the son of the late 
Rao Bhikaji Rao Gaekwar. He 
was educated in the " Maharajah's 
School ” at Baroda, under the per¬ 
sonal supervision and tuition of 
Mr. F. Elliot, of the Indian Civil 
Service. It will be in the memory 
of our readers how the late Graok- 
wnr, Mulhar Rao, for his attempt 
to poison Colonel Phayre, the 
British Resident, and for continual 
and gross misgovernment, was. 
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after being tried by a mixed com¬ 
mission of European officials and 
native chiefs, deposed from his 
government and sent into exile at 
Madras, where ho died at the end 
of 1882. On Mulliar Rao’s deposi¬ 
tion, and with the consent of the 
Earl of Northbrook, then Viceroy 
of India, the Maharanee Jumna 
Bai adopted, on tlio 27tli of May, 
1873, the present Maharajah, who 
was on the same day installed on 
the guddee or throne. During the 
minority of the Maharajah the 
administration was carried on by a 
Council of Regency under the 
direction of the European repre¬ 
sentative i and Raja Sir Taujore 
MadhavaRao, Bahadoor, K.C.S.I., 
who was the Dowan to His High¬ 
ness Maharajah Scindhih of Gwa¬ 
lior, was specially selected to fill 
the post of Prime Minister, to¬ 
gether with a scat at the Regency 
Board. On the 28tli December, 
1881, and at the early age of 18, 
His Highness was invested with 
full and sovereign powers, and 
since he has held the reins of state 
he has, with the assistance of 
Sir Madhava Rao, whom ho has re¬ 
tained as his Prime Minister, 
given the greatest satisfaction by 
his aptitude for work and desire to 
introduce reforms. His Highness 
is an excellent English scholar, 
and speaks the languugo as fluently 
as his own, 

BARRETT, Wilson, actor, is the 
son of a gentleman-farmer, and 
was horn in Essex on Eeb. 18th, 
1846. He was educated at a private 
school, and entered the dramatic 
profession by his own choice at an 
early age. His first appearance 
on any stage was at Halifax, and 
he afterwards fulfilled engage¬ 
ments at Leeds, Leicester, and 
other large provincial towns. Mr. 
Barrett first essayed management 
as the lesseo of tho Burnley 
Theatre, but tho speculation proved 
unsuccessful, and he again toured 
in the provinces. In 187X he l 
took the Amphitheatre at Leeds j |

BARTLEY, George Christopher 
Trout, M.P., second son of the late 
Mr. Robert Bartley, of Rectory 
Place, Hackney, was born in 1812, 
and educated first at Clapton and 
afterwards at University Col¬ 
lege, London. He obtained a 
Government appointment in the 
Science and Art Department, and 
worked there for twenty years. 
He then resigned his post, intend¬ 
ing to enter Parliament, and un¬ 
successfully contested Hackney at 
the general election of 1880. He 
did not succeed in obtaining a seat 
until Nov. 1885, when, at the gene¬ 
ral election, he was returned as 
Conservative member for North 
Islington. At the general election 
of 188G he was again returned fox* 
the same borough, heating his 
Liberal opponent, Mr. P. W. Clay- 
den, by a majority of 1,480. Mr. 
Bartley is best known as having 
been the Secretary of the Central 
Conservative Association, a post 
which he resigned some few years 
ago, thereby causing considerable 
surprise in political circles. He 
has worked very hard to spread 
Conservative principles among the 
working classes, and has greatly 
exerted himself to better their con¬ 
dition. In 1875 he founded the 
National Penny Bank for the pro- 
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motion of thrift among the poor, 
and the reduction and prevention 
of pauperism. Mr. Bartley married 
a daughter of Sir Henry Cole, 
K.C.B., of the South Kensington 
Museum. 

BARTTELOT, Sir Walter JBartte- 
lot, Bart., M.P., eldest son of 
the late Mr. George Barfctolot, 
of Stopham House, Pulborough, 
was bom in 1820, and educated at 
Rugby. He entered the 1st Royal 
Dragoons in 1839 and served until 
1863, when he retired. In 1860 he 
entered Parliament as Conserva¬ 
tive member for West Sussex, and 
I continued to represent the Bame 
constituency until IS85, when, after 
the Redistribution Act, he was re¬ 
turned for the new Division of 
Horsham, and again returned un¬ 
opposed in 1SSG, Throughout these 
years ho has been regarded as a 
typical county member, and has 
taken a keen interest in all mat¬ 
ters connected with the magis¬ 
tracy, thQ land-laws, game-laws, 
&c. In 1873, in return for hia 
active services on behalf of the 
Conservative party, he was created 
a Baronet by Mr. Disraeli. He is 
a magistrate and Deputy-Lieute¬ 
nant for the county of Sussex, and 
an Hon.-Colonel of the 2nd Sussex 
Rifle Volunteer Brigade. 

BASTIAN, Henry Charlton, M.D., 
F.R.S., F.L.S., was born at Truro, 
in Cornwall, April 26, 1837, and 
educated at a private school at 
Falmouth, and in University Col¬ 
lege, London, Ho graduated M.A, 
in 1861, M.B. in 1863, and M.D. in 
I860; these degrees being conferred 
by the University of London. He 
was elected F.R.S. in 1868, and 
F.R.C.P, in 1871. Dr. Bastion is 
also a Fellow of several Medical 
Societies. In 1866 lie was ap¬ 
pointed Lecturer on Pathology, and 
Assistant-rhysician to St. Mary’s 
Hospital. These posts he held until 
his appointment as Professor of 
Pathological Anatomy in Univer¬ 
sity College, and Assistant-Physi¬ 
cian to University College Hospital 
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in Doc, 1807. Ho was elected a 
physician to this hospital in 1871; 
and in 1878, on taking charge of in¬ 
patients, a professorship of clinical 
medicine was conferred upon him. 
Dr. Bastiau was Dean of the 
Faculty of Medicine in University 
College during the sessions 1871-5, 
and 1873-0; and he served as 
Examiner in Medicine to the 
Queen’s University in Ireland for 
1870-79. Dr, Bastian has pub¬ 
lished the following works :— rt The 
Modes of Origin of Lowest Organ¬ 
isms/’ 1871; " The Beginnings of 
Life/ 1 2 vols., 1872 j " Evolution 
and the Origin of Life/ 1 1874; 
" Clinical Lecturos on the Common 
Forms of Paralysis from Brain 
Disease/ 1 1873 ; and "The Bi*ain as 
an Organ of Mind/ 1 1880. The 
latter work lias been translated 
into French and German. He is 
also the author of " Memoirs on 
Nematoids: Parasitic and Free/ 1 
in the Philosophical Transactions 
and the Transactions of the Liivnocan 
Society . In his monograph on the 
Anguillulid® he described 100 new 
speoies discovered by him in this 
country. He is also the author of 
numerous papers on Pathology, in 
the Transactions of the Pathological 
Society ; of papers on the more re¬ 
condite departments of Cerebral 
Physiology in the Journal of Mental 
Science , and other periodicals; and 
of some joint articles with the 
editor in Dr, Reynold’s u System of 
Medicine; 11 and he is also one 
of the principal contributors to 
Quain’s "Dictionary of Medicine 11 
(1882), having written nearly the 
whole of the articles on Diseases of 
the Spinal Cord, os well as many 
others on Diseases of the Nervous 
System. 

BATEMAN, Kate Josephine, was 
bom in Baltimore, Maryland, in 
Oct. 1842. Both her parents were 
actors, and she, with her sister, 
two years younger than herself, 
appeared in public as the " Bate¬ 
man Children 11 as early as 1851, 
at the St. James’s Theatre. She 


afterwards prepared herself as¬ 
siduously for the stage, and in 1859 
played successfully in the loading 
American theatres, her principal 
characters being those of Evan¬ 
geline, founded on Longfellow’s 
poem; Geraldine, in a play mitten 
for her by her mother; Julia, in 
the " Hunchback ; 11 Pauline, in 
tho " Lady of Lyons j 11 and Juliet 
and Lady Macbeth. Sho arrived 
in England in the autumn of 1863, 
and appeared 210 times in the 
character of the Jewish maiden 
Leah, in an adaptation of the 
German play, " Deborah/ 1 at the 
Adelphi Theatre, Oct. 1. After a 
provincial tour, she re-appeared at 
the Adelphi, playing Julia in the 
"Hunchback/ 1 and other diame¬ 
ters. She took a farewell of tho 
English public at Her Majesty’s 
Theatre, in the character of Juliet, 
in ’’Romeo and Juliet/’ Doc. 22, 
18C5, and was married to Mr. 
George Crowe, in Oct. I860. Mrs. 
Crowe returned to the stage in 
1808, retaining her stago name of 
i Kate Bateman. In 1808 Miss 
I Bateman played the part of Mary 
“Warner, in tho play of that name 
written for her by tho late Tom 
Taylor, at the Haymarket Theatre, 
supported by Messrs. Howu, Ken- 
dftl, Compton, Rogers, Ac. She 
has made the character of Leah 
peculiarly her own. In 1872, and 
subsequently, she appeared with 
great success in London as Medea, 
in the play of that name. In 
1875, on a revival of " Macboth 11 
at the Lyceum (Mr. Irving as Mac¬ 
beth) she played the part of Lady 
Macbeth. Sho also sustained tho 
title rOle in Mr. Tennyson’s rf Quuun 
Mary/ 1 which was produced at the 
same house in April, 1870. Miss 
Bateman appeared on tho first 
night of the re-opening of Sadler’s 
Wells under tho management of 
Mrs, Bateman, in “ Rob Roy/ 1 ns 
Helen MacGregor, and spoke the 
opening address on that occasion, 
written by tho late Tom Taylor. 
Miss Bateman subsequently pro- 
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(luced at Sadler’s Wells the play 
of " His Wife/ 1 by Henry Arthur 
Jones, in which she played her 
original part of Margaret Field. 

BATH AND WELLS, Bishop of.

3ABDI5SIN, Ulrioh, Count von, 
a German author, born Feb. 22, 
1810, at Greifswald, Prussia, passed 
his childhood in his parents’ house 
in Jutland, and then studied for 
the military profession in the aca¬ 
demy for cadets at Copenhagen, 
from which ho passed into the 
Danish Army. Accordingly he 
fought on the Danish side in the 
first war between Germany and 
Denmark, and he received in 1819, 
at Dfippel, a severe wound, the 
results of which caused him in 1801, 
he being then a major, to procure 
his discharge from the service. He 
thereupon went to South Germany, 
and resided first at Munich, then 
at Constance, and afterwards at 
Cannstadt, devoting himself to 
literary pursuits. He soon acquired 
a reputation as a dramatic pool 
and novelist. His comedies were 
published in a collected form en¬ 
titled " Kloinigkeiten fur das 
deutsche Theater/’ 1863. His prin¬ 
cipal novel is " Wanderungen 
duroh Jahrtausende,” descriptive 
of life and manners in past times 
in Swabia. 

BAXTER, The Right Hon. William 
Edward, was bom at Dundee, in 
1826, and after passing through 
the High School of that town, 
studied in the University of Edin¬ 
burgh. In 1855 he succeeded the 
late Mr. Joseph Hume as M.P. for 
the Montrose burghs, which he re¬ 
presented for many year’s, He was 
offered office under Government 
more than once, but declined, until 
Mr, Gladstone, in 1868, formed an 
administration pledged to economy , 
when he accepted the appointment 
of Secretary to the Admiralty. In 
March, 1871, he succeeded Mr. 
Stansfeld as Secretary to the Trea¬ 
sury, which office he resigned Aug. 


6,1873. Ho was sworn of the Privy 
Council, March 21,1873. Mr. Bax¬ 
ter, who carries on business as a 
foreign merchant in Dundee, was a 
conspicuous supporter of the North 
during the American war, and is a 
well-known opponent of Church 
establishments. He is the author 
of "Impressions of Central and 
Southern Europe, being notes of 
successive journeys in Germany, 
Austria, Italy, Switzerland, and the 
Lovant,” 1860; " The Tagus and the 
Tiber: or. Notes of Travel in Por¬ 
tugal, Spain, and Italy, in 1860-51,” 
2 vols„ 1852j "America and the 
Americans,” 1856 ; " Hints to 

Thinkers: or. Lectures for the 
Times,” 1800 ; "Free Italy,” a lec¬ 
ture delivered in 1874; and "A 
Winter in India,” in 18S2. 

' BAYARD, Thomas Francis, Ame¬ 
rican Statesman, was born at Wil¬ 
mington, Delaware, Oct. 29, 1828. 
He at first entered mercantile life, 
but abandoned it for the study of 
law, and was admitted to the bar 
in 1851. In 1853 he was appointed 
U. S. District Attorney for Dela¬ 
ware, but resigned in 1854. In 
1869 he succeeded his father as 
U. S. Senator from Delaware, and 
was successively re-elected in 1875 
and 1881, retaining the position 
until March, 1885, when he entered 
Mr. Cleveland’s Cabinet as Secre¬ 
tary of State. He was for many 
years regarded as the leader of the 
Democratic party in the Senate, 
was for a short time its presiding 
officer, and was the principal com¬ 
petitor with Mr. Cleveland for the 
presidential nomination in 1884. 

BAYER, Xarl Emmerich Robert, 
an Austrian writer, generally known 
by his mtn de guerre of Robert Byr, 
was bom at Bregenz in the Tyrol, 
April 15, 1835, and received his 
education in the Military Academy 
at Wiener-Neustadt, which he left 
on his appointment as lieutenant 
in the Count Radetzky’s Hussar 
Regiment. In 1859 he was ad¬ 
vanced to the rank of captain, and 
during the Italian campaign he 
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was placed on the general staff. 
After the conclusion of peaco, 
Bayer began his literary career by 
the publication of his " Sketches of 
Military Life ” (Kantonierungs- 
bilder/ 3 18G0). In 1802 he retired 
from active service and settled in 
Iris nativo town, where he still 
continues to reside, Bayer is 
chiefly known to fame as a no¬ 
velists his tragedy “Lady Oloster" 
(1872), being his only essay in 
dramatic composition. Military 
life he has described in his first 
work, already mentioned, in “Aus¬ 
trian Garrisons” (“Oesterreichische 
Garnisonen/ 3 1803),and in “Quar¬ 
ters" (“Auf der Station/ 3 I860). 
His “ In the years Nine and Thir¬ 
teen JJ (“AnnoNeunund Droizehn/* 

1805) , contain biographical sketches 
of actors in the German war of In¬ 
dependence, To anothor class of 
works belong’ the following novels: 
“The Home of a German Count 33 
(“ Ein deutschos Grafonhaus/ 3 

1806) } “ With a Brazen Face 33 
(“Mit ehemor Stirn/ 3 1868); “The 
Struggle for Life” (“Der Kampf 
urns Casein/ 3 I860); “ Sphinx/ 3 
1879; “Nomaden/ 3 1871; “Ruin” 
(“ Triimmer/ 3 1871); “ Quatuor/ 3 a 
collection of tales, 1875; “ Ghosts 33 
(“ Larvon,” 1876); and “ A Secret 
Despatch 33 ("Eine geheime Dc- 
posohe/ 3 1880) ; and “Soaam/ 3 1880. 
Ho has also written plays which 
have been performed in public. 

BAYNE, Peter, H.A., LL.D., 
born in the manse of Eodderty, 
Eoss-shire, Scotland, Oct, 19, 1830, 
was educated at Marisclml Col¬ 
lege, Aberdeen, where he took 
his M.A. degree. He was the 
winner of a prize for a poem, 
open to competition by the whole 
university, and after taking his 
degree he won the Blackwell prize 
OB40) for a proBe essay. He was 
appointed successively editor of 
the Glasgow Commonwealth, tho 
Edinburgh Witness, the Dial, and 
the Weekly Review, the two last 
published in London. His bio¬ 
graphical sketches in an Edinburgh 


magazine attracted attention, and 
led to the publication, in 1855, of 
" The Christian Life in the present 
Time/ 3 followed by two volumes of 
Essays published in America 1857. 
A volume of Biographical and Cri¬ 
tical Essays, a treatise on “The 
Testimony of Christ to Chris¬ 
tianity/ 3 and an historical drama 
on “The Days of Jezebel/ 3 have 
been published by him in this 
country. He has been a contribu¬ 
tor to the Contemporary, Fort¬ 
nightly, British Quarterly , and 
London Quarterly Reviews, and to 
Fraser, and other magazines. A 
volume on “The Chief Actors in 
tho Puritan Revolution/ 3 was pub¬ 
lished by him in 1878. He has 
since published “ Lessons from my 
Masters/ 3 and “Two Groat Eng¬ 
lishwomen, with an Essay on 
Poetry/ 3 In 1879 the University 
of Aberdeen presented him with 
the degree of LL.D. For up¬ 
wards of twenty years Dr. Bayne 
has occupied an important place 
on the staff of the Christian World, 
advocating liberal opinions both 
in theology and in politics. In tho 
lattor part of 1883, he becamo 
engaged in the composition of an 
original Life of Martin Luther, now 
nearly completed. 

BAYNES, Thomas Spencer, LL.D., 
born March 2'!*, 1823, at Welling¬ 
ton, Somersetshire, was educated 
at a private school at Bath, at 
Bristol Collogo, and at the Univer¬ 
sity of Edinburgh. Ho was assistant 
to Sir William Hamilton, Pro¬ 
fessor of Logic in that University, 
1861-55 j Examiner in Logic and 
Mental Philosophy in tho Univer¬ 
sity of London, 1857-63; and 
ossiBtant-editor of tho Daily News 
from the autumn of 1857 till Oct. 
18G4. During his residence in Lou¬ 
don, Mr. Baynes, besides writing a 
large number of articles in tho 
Daily News on the civil wax* in 
America, contributed to sevoral 
literary journals, especially the 
Literary Gazette and the Athenaeum j 
but he kept up his studies in his 
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special subject—logic and mental 
science—by delivering lectures., 
and taking private pupils to pre¬ 
pare for the University and India 
Civil Service Examinations. He was 
elected Professor of Logic, Rhe¬ 
toric, and Metaphysics in the Uni¬ 
versity of St. Andrews in Oct. 
1861. Professor Baynes has pub¬ 
lished a translation of the “ Port 
Royal Logic,” 1S51, which lias 
gone through seven editions ; and 
an "Essay on the Hew Analytic of 
Logical Forms,” with notes and 
historical appendix, 1852. Pro¬ 
fessor Baynes examined in Mental 
Philosophy for the Indian Civil 
Service in 1871. Ho was re-ap¬ 
pointed Examiner in Logic and 
Mental Philosophy in the Univer¬ 
sity of London in 1873, and held 
the officQ for the usual term 
of five years. Ho was elected 
a member of the Athenaeum Club 
by the committee in 1877, He is 
now, with Mr. Robertson Smith, 
editing the hiutli edition of the 
" Encyclopaedia Britannica ” Pro¬ 
fessor Baynes contributed regularly 
to the Edinburgh Review (1869-75) 
eleven articles in all, some of 
which attracted considerable no¬ 
tice, He has also contributed to 
the North British Review, Fraser 3 s 
Magazine, the Pall Mall Gazette 
and the Saturday Review . Ho took 
the degree of LL.B. in the Uni¬ 
versity of London, and the hon. 
degree of LL.D. was conferred 
upon him by the University of 
Edinburgh, April 22,1874. 

BAZAINEj Francois Aohille, a 
Marshal of France, was bora Feb. 
13, 1811. Having finished his 
studies in the itcole Poly technique, 
he entered the army in 1831, served 
in Africa in 1832, was promoted to 
the grade of lieutenant in 1836, 
and received the Cross of the Legion 
of Honour on the field of battle. 
In l837 he was engaged in the cam- 
paigns in Spain against the Carlists, 
and returned to Algeria with the 
rank of captain in 1839. He took 
part in the expeditions of Mihanah, 


Kabylia, and Morocco j was chosen, 
in 1853, at the outbreak of the war 
in the East, to command a brigade 
of infantry; and during the siege 
of Sebastopol was honourably men¬ 
tioned in the despatches of Mar¬ 
shals Conrobert and Peliesier. He 
was subsequently made a general 
of division, and commanded the 
French portion of tho expedition 
which reduced Kinburn. In 1850 
he was appointed inspector of 
several divisions of infantry. In 
1862 he accepted a command in the 
French expedition to Mexico, where 
he greatly distinguished himself, 
succeeding Marshal Forey in the 
supreme command in 1863. He 
was created a Marshal of France, 
Sept. 5, 1861, having been pre¬ 
viously nominated Commander of 
the Legion of Honour, Aug. 16, 
1856, and Grand Cross, July 2, 
1803. While holding tho supremo 
command in Mexico, he drove back 
President Juarez to the further¬ 
most frontiers of the country 
(1801); made himself master of 
the fortified city of Oajaca, the 
garrison of which, consisting of 
7,000 men, surrendered to him 
unconditionally (Feb. 8, 1866); 
and organised against the partisans 
of the Republic a system of guerilla 
warfare, which was carried into 
effect with much bravery and bar¬ 
barity, under tho direction of the 
notorious Colonel Dupin. Fatal 
misunderstandings arose, however, 
between the Emperor Maximilian 
and the leader of the French 
expedition, who was also greatly 
embarrassed by the obstinate resist¬ 
ance of the natives and the policy 
pursued by the United States. At 
length, in Sept. 186G, Marshal 
Bazaine, finding the maintenance 
of the empire impossible, com¬ 
menced preparations for conduct¬ 
ing his troops back to France. 
He concentrated them on Vera 
Cruz, and prepared for a general 
embarkation, while vigorously re¬ 
pelling to the last the attacks of 
the natives. On March 12, 1867, 
o 2 
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la© quitted Vora Cruz -with tlie 
whole of the expeditionary forces. 
The same year he was appointed to 
the command of the Third Army 
Corps stationed at Nancy, and on 
Oct. 15, 18G9, he was nominated 
Commandor-in-Chicf of the Impe¬ 
rial Guard. During the earlier 
stages of the disastrous war be¬ 
tween France and Germany, Mar¬ 
shal Bazaine acted a most conspicu¬ 
ous part. On the capitulation of 
Sedan he retired to the fortress of 
Metz, which was immediately in¬ 
vested by the German forces ainder 
Prince Frederick Charles. After a 
siege of seven weeks the place 
capitulated, on which memorable 
occasion three marshals, 50 gene¬ 
rals, over 6,000 officers, and 173,000 
men, laid down their arms. Mar¬ 
shal Bazaine loft Metz on the day 
of tho capitulation, on account of 
his unpopularity and the insecurity 
of his life. After staying in Eng¬ 
land for some months, he was, in 
August, 1871, summoned to Ver¬ 
sailles by the Military Commission 
of the National Assembly. The 
Commissioners appointed to inquire 
into the capitulations made during 
the war brought serious charges 
against Marshal Bazaine. In con¬ 
sequence of their report, he was 
handed over to a Council of War 
organized by a special law, and was 
imprisoned at Versailles during the 
preliminary examination in May, 
1872. Be was afterwards tiled at 
the Grand Trianon of Versailles by 
a court-martial of general officers, 
resided over by General the Due 
’Aurnale. He was charged not 
only with military incapacity in 
allowing himself to bo blockaded 
by a nearly equal force in Metz, 
and in his ultimata capitulation, 
but also with a treasonable design 
of making himself, by the aid of 
his army, and with the connivance 
of tho enemy, independent of the 
Government of National Defence, 
which hadbeen universally acknow¬ 
ledged by France. The trial com¬ 
menced on Oot. 6, and ended on 


Dec. 10, 1873. On the charge of 
political bad faith the court re¬ 
turned no direct verdict; but on 
tlie issue whether tho Marshal had 
done all that was required by duty 
and honour, he was, by a unani¬ 
mous vote, found guilty. The 
court condemned the prisoner to 
degi’adation and to death, but at 
tho same time recommended him to 
mercy. Two days afterwards, Pre¬ 
sident MacMahon commuted the 
punishment of death to confine¬ 
ment for twenty years in a fortress, 
and remitted the ceremony which, 
according to law, accompanies the 
sentence of degradation. He was, 
howevei 1 , deprived of all his digni¬ 
ties, dismissed from the army, and 
sent to undergo his sentence at the 
lie Sainte Marguerite, a small 
island just off Cannes, on the 
Mediterranean coast. Here Bazaino 
lived for nine months, enjoying a 
good deal of freedom, and con¬ 
stantly in the society of his wife 
and children and of his old aide-de- 
camp, Colonel Villette. On the 
plea that the health of the children 
was affected, Madame Bazaine left 
tho island and sought an interview 
with Marshal MacMahon, the Pre¬ 
sident of the Republic, in the hope 
that he might be induced to allow 
her husband to pass the rest of his 
days an exile but not a prisoner. 
Butthe Prosidont declined to inter¬ 
fere } and it is believed that the 
coldness of his refusal induced 
Bazaine to try the chance of flight. 
On Sunday, Aug. 9,1874, he passed 
the evening in conversation with 
Colonel Villette, and on the follow¬ 
ing morning a rope was hanging 
down from the parapet of the for¬ 
tress, and the prisoner was gone. 
It afterwards appeared that 
Madame Bazaine and her cousin 
had been waiting for him in a 
boat at the base of the rode. They 
took him on board a ship which 
was lying near, and he succeeded 
in escaping to Italy. He after¬ 
wards proceeded to Cologne (Aug. 
14), spent a short time in England, 
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aud ultimately took up his resi¬ 
dence in Madrid, where lie arrived 
Nov. 17, 1871. In Sept. 1874, he 
addressed to the New York Herald 
un extended and elaborate apology 
for his conduct when in command 
of the French army within Metz. 
In April, 1883, he published a book, 
dedicated to Queen Isabella II., in 
which he describes the share he 
took in the Franco-Gorinan war. 

BAZALCKETTE, Sir Joseph Wil¬ 
liam, G.B., son of the late Captain 
Joseph William Bazalgette, K.N., 
was bom at Enfield, Middlesex, in 
1819. At the age of eighteen he 
was articled ns pupil to Sir John 
MacNiel, C.E. In 1815 he was 
practising on his own account as 
an engineer in Great George-street, 
Westminster. In November of the 
year in which the railway mania 
began he found himself at the 
bond of a large staff of engineering 
assistants, designing and laying 
out schemes for railways, ship 
canals, and other engineering 
works in various parts of the 
United Kingdom, and preparing 
the surveys and plans for parlia¬ 
mentary deposit, which had to be 
accomplished by the last day of 
November. While his remarkable 
success was most encouraging, its 
effects soon began to tell upon 
his health, which completely gave 
way in 1817 ; he was compelled to 
retire from business and go into 
the country, where a year of per¬ 
fect rest restored him to health. In 
1848 he accepted an appointment 
as assistant-engineer under the 
MetropolitanCommission of Sewers. 
On the death of the chief engineer 
of the Commissioners in 1852, Mr. 
Bazalgette was selected from among 
thirty-six candidates to fill the 
vacant position, being first ap¬ 
pointed under the title of General 
Surveyor of Works, and soon after¬ 
wards of Chief Engineer. His re¬ 
port on the failures of the new 
system of drainage in certain pro¬ 
vincial towns led to the resignation 
of the Commissioners and the ap- 


2 )ointinent of a new Commission by 
Lord Palmerston, Mr. Bazalgette 
was elected engineer to the Metro¬ 
politan Board of Works on its 
establishment in 1850, and was in¬ 
structed to devise a scheme for the 
drainage of London. Accordingly 
ho prepared estimates and designs 
which were executed between 1858 
and 1805. The main intercepting 
drainage of London is original in 
design, and it is also the moat 
perfect, the most comprehensive, 
and at the same time the most 
difficult work of its class that has 
ever been executed. Though little 
thought of now, because it is uu- 
seen, it is the work for which its 
author’s reputation as an onginoer 
will ever stand highest in the 
opinion of professional engineers. 
Between 1863 and 1874 the Vic¬ 
toria, the Albert, and the Chelsea 
Embankments, were designed and 
executed by him ; liis latest works 
are a new granite bridge over the 
Thames at Putney, a steel suspen¬ 
sion bridge at Hammersmith, aud 
an iron bridge at Battersea; be¬ 
sides many other metropolitan im¬ 
provements, such as new streets, 
subways, and artisans* dwellings. 
He has also designed and carried 
out the drainage of many other 
towns. He was created a Com¬ 
panion of the Bath in 1871 and 
knighted in 1874. 

BEACH, The Eight Hon, Sir Michael 
Edward Hicks, Bart., M.P., eldest 
son of the late Sir Michael Hicks 
Hicka-Beach, of Williamstrip Pork, 
Gloucestershire, the eighth baro¬ 
net, by his wife Harriet Vittoria, 
daughter of John Stratton, Esq., 
of Farthinghoa Lodge, Northamp- 
sliire, was bom in Portugal Street, 
London, in 1837. From Eton he 
was sent to Christ Church, Oxford 
(B.A. 1858 ; M.A. 18G1). In July, 
1864, he was elected M.P. for East 
Gloucestershire, and was electedfor 
West Bristol, Nov. 1885, in the Con¬ 
servative interest. He was Parlia¬ 
mentary Secretary to the Poor Law 
Board from Feb. till Bee. 1868, 
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■witli the exception of a few weeks,, 
during which he was Under-Secre¬ 
tary for the Home Department; 
and he served as a member of the 
Royal Commission on Friendly 
Societies. When the Conservatives 
again came into office in Fob. 1871, 
Sir M. H. Beach was appointed 
Chief Secretary for Ireland. On 
taking that office he was sworn on 
the Privy Council, and in 1877 he 
was admitted to a seat in the 
Cabinet. In Feb. 1878 he was 
nominated Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, in the placo of Lord 
Carnarvon, who had resigned in 
consequence of a difference with 
his colleagues on the Eastern Ques¬ 
tion. He went out of office with 
his party in April, 1880, and on the 
accession of Lord Salisbury to 
power was appointed Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, with the load of 
the House of Commons, Juno, 
1885. This he held till Mr. Grind¬ 
stone’s return to power. On the 
dissolution in 1886 he was returned 
again foT West Bristol, and ac¬ 
cepted the office of Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, vacated by Mr. John 
Morley. Sir Michael is a magis¬ 
trate and deputy-lieutenant for 
Gloucestershire, and was for four¬ 
teen years captain in the Royal 
Noith Gloucestershire Militia. 

BEAL, James, was bom in 1829, at 
Chelsea, and educated at private 
schools. He took an active part as 
the colleague of James Taylor, the 
founder of the FreeholdLand move¬ 
ment, in establishing Land and 
Building Societies. He was the 
first to institute legal proceedings 
against the curate of S. Barnabas, 
Pimlico, for conducting the ser¬ 
vices -with high ritual, in a suit, 
afterwards merged in a similar 
suit brought by Mr. Westorton, 
and known as f f Westorton and Beal 
v. Liddell/’ which was the com¬ 
mencement of the movement that 
culminated in the Public Worship 
Regulation Act of 1874, He was 
also instrumental in securing the 
passing of the Metropolis Gas Act, 


1860, and subsequently the City of 
London Gas Act, 1RG8, and he has 
been a prominent politician in 
Westminster since 1852. Mr. Beal 
has devoted much time to parlia¬ 
mentary inquiries into the govern¬ 
ment and taxation of tho metro¬ 
polis. Ho was an active member 
of tho City Guilds Reform Associa¬ 
tion, organised to secure a reform 
in the administration of the City 
Companies, and was tho lion, secro¬ 
tary of the Metropolitan Municipal 
Association, formed to create a 
munieii>ality of London. Mr. Beal 
is the author of "Free Trade in 
Land," 1835, of pamphlets against 
the Stamp Duty on Newspapers 
and on Direct Taxation. Ho took 
an active part in securing the 
Royal Commission on City Paro¬ 
chial Charities, scoured tho Royal 
Commission on fr the Livery Com¬ 
panies of the City Corporation," 
and has been twico examined before 
the Commission. Ho contends that 
the guilds are an integral part of 
tho Corporation, and that their 
estates and property and halls are 
public property, and must devolve 
to the now municipality about to 
he created. He lias formulated a 
demand for the restitution of 
Christ’s Hospital to tho poor of 
London, and claims that it shall he 
handed over to the London School 
Board. Mr. Beal took an active part 
in many of the movements led by 
Mr. Bright and tho late Mr. Cohden, 
and is the proposer of the measure 
to secure the Enfranchisement of 
Leaseholds on tho model of the 
Copyhold Enfranchisement Acts, 
and is organising a movement 
against the renewal of the City 
Coal-tax. 

BEALE, Dorothea, daughter of 
the late Miles Bealo, M.R.C.S., was 
horn in London, March 21, 1831, 
and educated chiefly at home. She 
attended the opening lectures of 
Queen’s College in 1818, when for 
the first time public examinations 
were thrown open to women.

■was born in 1830, and was educated 
at Eton and at Christ Church, Ox¬ 
ford. He was elected Fellow of 
All SouIb' in 1862. On the death 
of his brother in 18GG he succeeded 
to the title. From March to June, 
1859, he was a Lord of the Ad¬ 
miralty, and Lord Steward of the 
Queen's Household from 1874 to 
1880. In 1885, in Lord Salisbury's 
first government, he was appointed 
Postmaster General. He repre¬ 
sented Tewkesbury in the Liberal 
interest from April, 1837j to Oc¬ 
tober, 1863, and Worcestershire 
(West) from the latter date to 
March, 18GG. For many years past, 
however, he has been a Conserva¬ 
tive. In 1870 the University of 
Oxford conferred on him the hono¬ 
rary degree of D.C.L., and in 1876 
he. was Lord-Lieutenant of Wor¬ 
cestershire. Lord Beauchamp is a 
prominent member of the High 
Church party, and was influential 
in founding Keble College, Oxford, 
of the council of which he is a 
member. 

BEAUFORT (Duke of), Henry 
Charles Fitzroy Somerset, Marquis 
and Earl of Worcester, Earl of Gla¬ 
morgan, Yiscount Grosmont, &o., 
was born Fob. 1,1824, and married, 
July 3, 1845, Georgina Charlotte, 
eldest daughter ot the late Earl 
Howe. His Grace, who is a Con¬ 
servative in politics, and succeeded 
his father as eighth Duke, Nov. 17, 
1853, is Lieut.-Colonel in the anny, 
was Master of the Horse under Earl 
Derby's second administration, 
1868-9, and was re-appointed to 
that office under Earl Derby's 
third administration, in July, 1866. 
He takes a great interest in horse- 
xacing, and is President of tho 
Four-in-Hand Club, and keeps 
fox-hounds that have descended to 
him from, many generations back. 
He is one of Hie joint editors of 
the sporting books known as " The 
Badminton Library." 

BEAUREGARD, Pierre Gustave 


Tout ant, was bom at New Orleans, 
Louisiana, in 1818. He graduated 
from West Point Military Aca¬ 
demy in 1838, and was at first 
assigned to the artillery, whence 
he was subsequently transferred to 
the corps of engineers. He served 
in the Mexican war, and was twice 
wounded. He was promoted to a 
captaincy of engineers in 1853, and 
was on duty, superintending the 
erection of Government buildings 
in New Orleans, and fortifications 
on the Gulf coast till Jan. 1861, 
when he was for five days (Jan. 
23-28) Superintendent of theUnited 
States Military Academy at West 
Point. He resigned Feb. 20, 1861, 
joined the Confederates, and 
began the civil war by the 
bombardment of Fort Sumter, 
April 12, 1861. Ho was in actual 
command of the Southern troops 
, at Bull Run, July 21,1801, in which 
the Federals experienced a reverse; 
for this Bervico he was made a 
brigadier-general. He was second 
in command,under General Sydney 
A. Johnston, at tho battle of Shiloh, 
or Pittsburgh Landing, Tennessee, 
April 6, 1862 j and in the summer 
and autumn of 1863 successfully 
defended Charleston and its out 
works when besieged by Gouerol 
Gillmore. He was subsequently 
connected with the army of Joseph 
E. Johnston in North Carolina up 
to the time of that general's sur- 
render, April 26, 1865, whioli 
brought the war to a close. At 
the end of tho wav he had at¬ 
tained the rank of full general, 
tho highest grade in the service. 
Since the termination of the war, 
General Beauregard has resided 
in the Southern States; ho became 
President of tho New Orleans, 
Jackson, and Mississippi Railroad j 
and for a number of years has been 
one of the managers of the Loui¬ 
siana Stato Lottery, He is now 
Adjutant-General of Louisiana. 

BECKER, Bernard Henry, author 
and journalist, born in 1833, has 
for several years past been attached 
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to All the Year Round, and has 
written a largo number of original 
stories and sketches in that journal. 
In 1874 he produced " Scientific 
London”—an account of the rise, 
progress, and condition of the 
great scientific institutions of the 
capital. Mr. Becker published in 
1878 ft book in two volumes, 
entitled rf Adventurous Lives.” 
Having in the winter of 1878-9 
acted as the fr Special Commis¬ 
sioner ” of the Daily News in Shef¬ 
field, Manchester, and other dis¬ 
tressed districts of the Worth and 
Midlands, he was sent in a similar 
capacity to Ireland in the autumn 
of 1880, when he discovered Mr. 
and Mrs. Boycott herding sheep, 
and wrote those letters on the state 
of Connaught and Munster which 
have since appeared in a collected 
form as "Disturbed Ireland,” and 
given rise to several discussions in 
the House of Commons. In 1844 
Mr. Becker produced a volume, 
" Holiday Haunts,” the title of 
which explains itself, like that of 
tho more recent" Letters from Lazy 
Latitudes'' published in 1886. Mr. 
JBccker writes regularly for the 
Daily Ne ios, and contributes art 
and dramatic criticisms to several 
other journals. 

BECKLES, The Bight Bev. Edward 
Hyndman, D.D., son of the late 
John AUoyne Beckles, Esq. (de¬ 
scended from the Beckles family 
of Durham), was horn in Barbadoes, 
in 1816, received his education at 
Codrington College, Barbadoes, and 
after holding different cures in the 
West Indies was consecrated 
Bishop of Sierra Leone in 1859. 
He resigned that see in 1870, being 
succeeded in it by Dr. Cheethom. 
In the same year he was appointed 
rector of Wooton, Dover, and in 
1873, rector of St. Peter's, Bethnal 
Green, London. In Feb. 1877, he 
was appointed Superintending 
Bishop of the English Episcopalian 
congregations in Scotland. 

BECKX, Peter John, General 
of the Jesuits, was bom at Sichem, 


bO 


in Belgium, Feb. 8, 1793, and edu¬ 
cated for the priesthood. Shortly 
after receiving priest's orders he 
was admitted into the Society of 
Jesus, at Hildeslieim, in Oct. 1819. 
His superiors soon perceived that he 
X>ossessed rare abilities, and em¬ 
ployed him on several delicate mis¬ 
sions. When the Duke Ferdinand 
of Anhalt-Kbthon became a convert 
to the Roman Catholic religion, 
young Bcckx was appointed his 
confessor, and he officiated for 
some years as priest of the new 
Roman Catholic church winch was 
built at Kbthen. After the de¬ 
cease of the Duke he continued 
at the court with his widow, the 
Countess Julia, whom, at a later 
period, he accompanied to Vienna. 
In 1847he was appointed Procurator 
for the province of Austria, and in 
this capacity he went to the College 
of Procurators at Rome. In the 
following year the Jesuits were tem¬ 
porarily driven from Austria, and 
consequently Father Beckx, being 
unable to return to that country, 
repaired to Belgium, and was nomi¬ 
nated rector of the college belong¬ 
ing to his order at Louvain. When 
the Jesuits were re-established in 
Austria, he zealously supported the 
projects of tho Government, which 
were highly favourable to the in¬ 
terests of the Church. He lent his 
powerful aid to the Primate of 
Hungary,Cftrdmol Szeitowsky, who 
succeeded in obtaining tho re- 
! instatement of the Jesuits in that 
portion of the empire, and founding 
the noviciate at Tyrnan. Being 
sent to tho assembly summoned at 
Rome in 1853, to choose a successor 
to Father Roothan, ho was elected 
Superior of the Order. The success 
of the Jesuits since that time, espe¬ 
cially in non-Catholic countries, is 
due, in no slight degree, to the 
ability and foresight of Father 
Beckx. Besides some minor writ¬ 
ings and occasional discourses, he 
has xniblished a " Month of Mary” 
(Vienna, 1813), which has passed 
through numerous editions, and 
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"been translated into many lan¬ 
guages. 

BEDDOE, John, M.D., F.R.S., 
born atBowdlcy,in Worcestershire, 
September 21, 1826, was educated 
at Bridgnorth School, University 
College, London, and thcUniversity 
of Edinburgh. He graduated B. A. 
at London in 1851, and M.D. at 
Edinburgh in 1853. Dr. Beddoe 
served on the civil medical staff 
during the Crimean war. Since 
then he has practised as a physician 
at Clifton, and held sundry hospital 
appointments. He was President of 
the Anthropological Society in 1869 
and 1870, and he was a member of 
the council of the British Associa¬ 
tion for several years. He was 
elected a Fellow of the Royal 
Society, and a Follow of the Royal 
College of Physicians in 1873, 
and is an honorary member of 
sundry continental and American 
scientific societies. Dr. Boddoe has 
written numerous papers, medical, 
statistical, and anthropological, and. 
he has largely applied the numerical 
method to ethnology. In 1868 his 
Essay on the Origin of the English 
Nation took the first prize, Jl60, 
of the Welsh National Eisteddfod. 
It formed the basis of his principal 
work, "The Races of Britain/' 
which was not published until 1885. 
Hie other most considerable works 
and papers are " Stature and Bulk 
of Man in the British Isles j" 
“Relations of Temperament and 
Complexion to Disease;" "On 
Hospital Dietaries; " and " Com¬ 
parison of Mortality in England 
and Australia." He is joint author 
of the "Anthropological Instruc¬ 
tions for Travellers " of the British 
Association. 

BEDFORD, Bishop of. See How, 
Da. Waisham. 

BEECHER, Henry Ward, fourth 
son of Lyman Beecher and Roxana 
Foote Beecher, and brother of Mrs. 
Beecher-Stowe, was born at Litch¬ 
field, Connecticut, June 21, 1813. 
He studied in public Latin schools 
at Boston, graduated at Amherst 


College, Mftss., 1834, and studied 
theology under his father at the 
Lane Seminary, near Cincinnati, 
Ohio. He first settled as a Presby¬ 
terian minister at Lauronceburg, 
Indiana, in 1837, removed in 1839 
to Indianapolis, and became pastor 
of the Plymouth Cougregationul 
Church at Brooklyn, Now York, in 
1817. His church edifice has float¬ 
ing capacity for nearly 3,000 per¬ 
sons, and liis church has a mem¬ 
bership of over 2,000. During his 
wlftle career he has mingled to a 
greater extent than almost any 
other proachor and pastor of his 
denomination in matters not di¬ 
rectly professional. For nearly a 
year, during his thoological course, 
lie edited the Cincinnati Journaly a 
religious weakly. In Indiana he 
was editor of tho Farmer and 
Gardener . In Brooklyn he was 
soon known as an earnest opxJonent 
of slavery, and an advocato of 
temperance, peace, aud other 
reforms, and very early became 
prominent as a platform orator 
and lecturer. Ho has always 
been a strong Republican, has 
preached a number of political 
sermons from his pulpit, and has 
addressed a number of political 
meetings. From tho ditto of the 
establishment of tho Independent 
newspaper to 1858, he was a con¬ 
stant contributor to its columns, 
and from 1861 to 1863 its chief 
editor. In 1870 he became tho 
editor-in-chief of the Christian 
Union, a weekly religious paper, n 
position he retained for about ten 
years, when he resigned it to Mr. 
Lyman Abbott, his associate edi¬ 
tor. Mr. Beecher has tlireo times 
visited Europe, in 1863 addressing 
large audionces in tho principal 
cities of Great Britain on the 
questions evolved by the civil war 
then raging in the United States. 
In 187L Henry W. Sage, a 
parishioner of Mr, Beocher’s, 
founded a lectureship of Preach¬ 
ing, called tho "Lyman-Beooher 
Lectureship/' in tho Yale Collogc 
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Divinity School, and the first throe 
annual coui’ses wore delivered by 
Mr. Beecher. His regular weekly 
sermons, as taken down by steno> 
graphi c roporters.,liave been printed 
annually since 1859, and a number 
of the more important ones have 
also been issued in pamphlet form, 
Besides these he has published 
" Lectures to Young Men,” 1850; 
" Star Papers,” 1855; " Plymouth 
Collection of Hymns and Tunes,” 
1855 ; " Life Thoughts,” 1858 ; 
" Pleasant Talks about Fruits, 
Flowers, and Farming,” 1859 j 
"Eyes and Ears,” 1862; "Free¬ 
dom and War,” 1863; " Royal 
Truths,” 1SG4 ; "Aids to Prayer,” 
1861; "Pulpit Pungencies,” 1866; 
" Prayers from Plymouth Pulpit,” 
1807 ; " Norwood,” a novel, 1867 ; 
" Overture of Angels,” 1869; "Lec¬ 
ture-Room Talks,” 1870; " Morning 
and Evening Exercises,” 1870 ; 
"Life of Christ” (of which only 
the first volume has ever been 
issued), 1871; "Yale Lectures on 
Preaching,” 3 vole,, 1872-71; "A 
Summer Parish,” 1871; and a se¬ 
lection from his writings entitled 
" Comforting Thoughts,” 1884. In 
1822 he formally withdrew from 
the Association of Congregational 
Churches on account of a change 
in belief on the subject of eternal 
punishment. His last visit to 
England was in 1886. 

BEECHER - STOWE, Mrs. See 
Stowe, 

BEERE BERNARD-, Mrs,, is a 
daughter of Mr. Wilby Whitehead, 
a Norfolk artist, and widow of 
Capt. E. C. Bering, a son of Sir 
Edward Dcring, Bart. She was 
prepared for the stage by Mr. 
Herman Yezin, and made her 
ddbut at the Opera Comique, but 
Boon after, on the occasion of her 
marriage, abandoned the profes¬ 
sion. On her return to the stage 
she appeared os Julia, in "Tne 
Rivals,” at the St. James’s 
Theatre, and during her engage¬ 
ment there played Lady Sneer- 
well, Grace Harkaway, and Emilia. 
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She subsequently took part in " The 
School for Scandal,” and "The 
Rivals.” In March, 1881, she 
personated Sangaire, in " Michael 
Strogoff,” produced at the Adelphi, 
and the Princess e de Bouillon, in 
"Adrienne Lecouvreur,” at the 
Court. On April 12, 1882, Mrs. 
Bornard-Beere represented Bnth- 
sheba Ever dene, in " Far from the 
Madding Crowd,” at the Globe. 
After thi3 she proceeded to the 
Haymarket, where, on May 5,1883, 
she was cast for the title rule of 
Mr. Herman Merivale’s version of 
"Fedora.” Her next characters 
were Mrs. Devonish, in "Lords 
and Commons,” and Frincess 
Zicka, in " Diplomacy.” 

BEEBLY, Edward Spencer, was 
born at Feekenham, Worcester¬ 
shire, in 1831, and oducated at 
Wadham College, Oxford. He was 
appointed Assistant - Master of 
Marlborough College in 1851, and 
Professor of History in University 
College, London, in I860. At the 
General Election of 1R85 he was 
the unsuccessful Liberal candidate 
for Westminster, and in 18SG he 
stood, also without success, for 
East Morylebono. Professor BeeBly 
is the author of several review 
articles, pamphlets, &o., on his¬ 
torical, political, and social ques¬ 
tions, treated from the Positivist 
j>oint of view. He is ono of the 
translators of Comte’s " System of 
Positive Polity,” A series of lec¬ 
tures by Mr. Beesly on Roman 
history, entitled "Catiline, Clo- 
dius, and Tiberius,” was published 
in 1878. 

BELL, Alexander Graham, Ph.D,, 
was born at Edinburgh, March 
i, 1817. He was educated at the 
Edinburgh High School, and sub¬ 
sequently studied in Germany, 
whero he received the degree of 
Ph.D. (Wteburg). Removing to 
Canada and thence to the United 
States, he had acquired prominence 
as a teacher of deaf-mutes before 
his inventions of the speaking 
telephone and photophone brought 
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him wealth and fame. He has 
published a number of papers on 
electrical subjects and the teaching 
of speech to deaf-mutes. 

BELL, Sir Isftfto Lowthian, Bart., 
F.R.S., D.C.L.J son of the late 
Thomas Bell, was born in 1816. 
After completing his studies of 
physical science at Edinburgh 
University, and the Sorbonne at 
Paris, he entered the chemical and 
iron worts at Walker. These, 
under his subsequent management, 
were extended. In 1850 lie became 
connected with the chemical works 
at Washington, in the county of 
Durham, then in the hands of his 
father-in-law, the late H. L. Pat- 
tinson, F .R.S. Under his direction 
they were greatly enlarged, and 
an extensive establishment was 
constructed for the manufacture 
of oxychloride of lead, a pigment 
discovered by Mr. Pattinaon. In 
1873 he ceased to be a partner in 
these works, which are now carried 
on by Mr. Pattinson’s other sons- 
in-law. Mr. Bell, in connection 
with his brothers, Messrs. Thomas 
and John Bell, founded, in 1852, 
tho Clarence Works on the Tees, 
one of the earliest, and now one of 
the largest icon-smelting concerns 
on that river, which these gentle¬ 
men carry on in connection with 
extensive collieries and iron-stone 
mines. Recently arrangements 
have been made for obtaining salt 
from a bed of the mineral, found 
at a depth of 1200 feet at Port 
Clarence. Mr. -Bell has been a 
frequent contributor to various 
learned societies on subjects con¬ 
nected with the metallurgy of iron, 
and has recently completed a very 
elaborate experimental research on 
the chemical phenomena of the 
blast-furnace. In recognition of 
his services as Juror of the Inter¬ 
national Exhibitions at Philadel¬ 
phia in 1876, and at Paris in 1878, 
he was elected an honorary member 
of the American Philosophical In¬ 
stitution, and an Officer of the 
Legion of Honour. He has filled 


the office of Sheriff, and was twice 
elected Mayor of Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, the last time in order to 
receive tho members of the British 
Association at their meeting in the 
year 1863. Mr. Bell was a candi¬ 
date for the representation of North 
Durham in Parliament at the 
general election of Dec. 1868, but 
was unsuccessful. At tho general 
election of Feb. 187-1, however, he 
was elected by that constituency 
in the Liberal interest, but on 
petition was unseated. Ho again 
contested the seat at the election 
consequent on tho petition, but was 
unsuccessful. He was eloctodM.P. 
for Hartlepool in July, 1875, but 
ceased to represent that borough 
in 1880. Sir Lowthian Bell is the 
author of several important writ¬ 
ings on the iron and steel indus¬ 
tries. 

BELL, John, sculptor, born in 
Norfolk, in 1811, exhibited at the 
Royal Academy, in 1832, a religious 
group, followed by "Psycho feeding 
a Swan/' and other poetic works. 
In 1837 he exhibited the model of 
his ' f Eagle-slayer,” a composition 
which was exhibited in Westmin¬ 
ster Hall in 1844, and again at the 
International Exhibition in 1851. 
Mr. Bell took an active part in the 
original movement which culmi¬ 
nated in the Great Exhibition of 
1851, and gave rise to the South 
Kensington Museum and the 
Schools connected with it. Reduced 
casts in bronze were subsequently 
executed for the Art Union. In 
1841 he exhibited his well-known 
and beautiful figure of r,> Dorothea.” 
The first statue which Mr. Boll 
was commissioned to execute for 
the new Houses of Parliament was 
that of " Lord Falkland.” Among 
his other works, which are almost 
wholly of the poetic class, may be 
mentioned "The Babes in the 
Wood," in marble, now in the 
South Kensington Museum, an 
“Andromeda” (a bronze), pur¬ 
chased by the Queen, and "Sir 
Robert Walpole,” in St. Stephen's 
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Hall; also "Miranda/ 3 "Imogen/ 3 
"The Last Kiss/ 1 "The Dove's 
Refuge," " Herod Stricken on his 
Throne/ 3 "Lalagc/ 3 "The Cross of 
Prayer/ 3 "The Octoroon/ 3 "Una 
and the Lion/ 3 " Cromwell/ 3 
"James Montgomery/ 3 the poet, 
at Sheffield, and various busts 
and statuettes. He executed the 
Wellington monument at Guild¬ 
hall, with colossal figures of Peace 
and Wax*; and the marble statue 
of armed science at Woolwioh. 
Among his public works are the 
" Guards* Memorial ‘ J in Waterloo 
Place, Pall Mall, and the Crimean 
Artillery Memorial on the Parade 
at Woolwich. In 1859 he received 
the medal of the Society of Arts 
for the origination of the principle 
of Entasis and definite proportions 
applied to the obelisk j and he was 
one of the sculptors employed in 
he completion of the Prince Con¬ 
sort Memorial in Hyde Park, his 
portion being the colossal marble 
group of the United States direct¬ 
ing the progress of America, a large 
copy of which, in terra-cotta, is now 
at Washington. 

BELMORE, The Eight Hon. Som¬ 
erset Riohard Lowry-Corry, Fourth 
Earl of, son of the third Earl, whom 
he succeeded in 1845, was born in 
London in 1835, and. educated at 
Cambridge. He was elected a 
representative peer for Ireland in 
1857 j was Under-Secretary of 
State for tho Home Department 
in Lord Derby’s third administra¬ 
tion, from July, I860, to July, 
1867; and was Governor of New 
South Wales from Jan. 1868, to 
Feb, 1872. 

BELOT, Adolphe, was born at 
Pointe-il-Pttre, in the island of 
Guadeloupe, Nov. 6,1829, and while 
yet very young travelled exten¬ 
sively in the United States, Brazil, 
and other parts of North and South 
America. He studied law at Paris, 
and became an advooato at the bar 
of Nancy in 1864. His first at¬ 
tempt in literature was "Ch&ti- 
ment 33 (Paris, 1865), a novel, which 


failed to attract attention. Two 
years later he brought out "A la 
Cauipagnc/ 3 a one-act comedy, 
which gave no indication of the 
immense and lasting success of hia 
second dramatic composition, " Lo 
Testament de Cesar Giiodot/ 3 a 
comedy in three acta, written in 
conjunction with IT. Charles Ed¬ 
mond ViUetard, and first performed 
at the Odeon Theatre, Paris, Sept. 
30, 1859. This play still holds pos¬ 
session of the French stage. M. 
Belot has written a large number 
of other dramatic pieces, including 
"Fromont jeune et Risler nine/* 
founded on the celebrated novel of 
M. Alphonse Daudot. Ho is also 
the author of numerous novels, 
some of whioh have passed through 
as many as 100 editions. The 
most celebrated of these is "Made 
uioiselle Giraud, ma femme 33 (1870). 
His later works are "Le Parricide 33 
(i873), in conjunction with M. J. 
Dautin; "Dacolard et Lubin/ 3 a 
eoquol to the preceding (1874) j 
"Mcmoires d*uu Caissierj 33 "He¬ 
lene et Mathilde,* 33 "La Femme 
de Feu; 33 " Deux Femmes ; 33 

" Folies de Jeunesse ; 33 " La Sul- 
tane PariBienne/ 3 an English trans¬ 
lation of which appeared in 1879 j 
and an elaborate romance in four 
volumes (1876-6), entitled respec¬ 
tively,—"LesMystfcres Mondains /’ 
"Les Baigneuses de Trouvillo; 33 
"Madame Yitel et Mademoiselles 
Leli&vre 33 and "Une liaison cen- 
trale dp Femmes. 33 Hia drama, 
" Les Etrangleurs de Paris/ 3 was 
acted for the first time at the Porte 
Saint-Martin Theatre, Mareh 17, 
1880. M. Belot was nominated a 
Chevalier of the Legion of Honour 
in 1867. 

BELT, Richard, sculptor, bom 
in 1851, in Smith Square, Westmin¬ 
ster, was educated at Baroness 
Burdett-Contts 3 School, Westmin¬ 
ster. He left school at the age of 
nine, was admitted into Mr. Foley’s 
studio in 1869, and became a student 
of the Royal Academy in 1871. 
He exhibited his first work in 1873, 
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and baa ainco then nearly every 
year exhibited several sculptures. 
Mr. Belt is a member of tho Royal 
Institution, and on the Council of 
the Society of Fine Arts. His name 
is attached to several public works, 
amongst them tho Memorial in 
Stafford Church to Izaak Walton, 
Byron in Hyde Park, Charles 
Kingsley in Chester Cathedral, 
Lord Beaeonsfleld, in Hugliendcn 
Church, a commission from the 
Queen j also the Prince Imperial in 
Windsor Castle, a statue bust of 
the Prince Imperial at tho Wool¬ 
wich Academy, the Memorial to 
Lord Beaeonsfleld in the Guildhall, 
and busts of the same statesman in 
many London Clubs ; a statue of 
William Spottiswoode in the Royal 
Institution, Lord Beaconsfiold's 
statue bust for the Merchant Tay¬ 
lors'Company; presentation busts of 
the late Lord Mayors Sir T. Owden 
and Sir John Ellis; busts of Mr. 
Elliot Yorke, the late Mr. Whallcy, 
M.P., Mr. George Payne, Lord Cot- 
tenham. Admiral Rous, Lord John 
Russell, Jabez Burns, Lord William 
Graham, Mrs. Wilkinson (the 
Bishop of Truro's late wife). Lord 
Shrewsbury, Dean Stanley, Sir 
George Beaumont, the Rev. Morley 
Punshon, Mr. Reginald Hand- 
bury, and Sir Richard Musgrnve. 
His later works are busts of 
Lord Shaftesbury, for the Young 
Men’s Christian Association j Mr. 
Alexander Yorke, Sir H. Selwyn 
Ibbetson, M.P., Lady Lewisham, 
the Hon. Mrs. Eliot, Mr. W. H. 
Gladstone, M.P., the Princess 
Frederica of Hanover, Mr. Howard 
Vincent, the Prince of Wales (for 
the Mansion House), Lord Baring, 
M.P., Mr. Edgar Vincent, the 
Dowager Duchess of Cleveland, 
Mr. George Hanbiuy; statuettes 
of the pointers James Webb and 
John Varley; also Kyrlo Bellew 
the actor, and many others. Mr. 
Belt was the plaintiff in the recent 
well-known case w Belt v, Lawes," 
which reduced both plaintiff and 
defendant to bankruptcy. Recently 


his artistic and social career came 
to a sad end, when he was sen¬ 
tenced to a long term of imprison¬ 
ment for obtaining money by false 
pretences from Sir William Abdy. 

BENDEMANN, Edward, a cele¬ 
brated paintor of tho Diisseldorf 
school, was born in Berlin, Deo. 3, 
1811. After receiving a good lite¬ 
rary education, be became a studont 
at tho Diisseldorf Academy, under 
the well-known Schadow, who soon 
discovered that ho had chosen his 
true vocation. When only one-and- 
twenty lie exhibited at Berlin a 
large painting, ,f The Grief of the 
Jews/' suggested by Psalm cxxxvii. 
It was popularized by means of 
lithographs, and is in the Cologne 
Museum. In 1833 he executed, a 
picture, after words engraved by 
Eelsing— rr Two Young Girls at the 
Fountain,"—which was purchased 
by tho Society of Arts of West¬ 
phalia. In 1837 he exhibited at 
Paris a large canvas, <( Jeremiah 
amid the ruins of Jerusalem," 
which gained the gold medal. This 
picture, of which Weiss published 
a good lithograph, is in thoprivato 
gallery of the Emperor of Ger¬ 
many. " Harvest" followed, which 
was engraved by Eichens. Tho 
success of this piece ledBendomann 
to produce others of the sarno class, 
such as " The Shepherd and Shep¬ 
herdess," from one of Bhland's 
idyls, and ff The Daughter of the 
Servian Prince," from a Servian 
ballad. After having been ap¬ 
pointed Profossor in tho Academy 
of Arts of Dresden, lie received the 
commission to docorato the royal 
palace, and undertook tho grand 
frescoes, upon which his repu¬ 
tation is mainly founded. The 
progress of this undertaking was 
interrupted by a disease of tho 
eyes, which the artist contracted in 
Italy. Bendemann executed a 
frescoe of " Poetry and the Arts:" 
a design for a monument to Sebas¬ 
tian Bach, which was afterwards 
erected at S^ndstein; a portrait of 
the Emperor Loth air II, for the 
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city of Frankfort; many other por¬ 
traits of celebrated Germans, and 
among tliom that of Scliarlow’s 
daughter, whom he married in 1838. 
In 1859 ho succeeded his father-in- 
law as Director of tho Academy at 
Diisseldorf, but was obliged to 
resign in 1867 owing to ill-health. 
Since that time he has executed a 
number of oil-paintings, frescoes 
and portraits, the "Penelope/* com- 
loted in 1870* being amongst his 
est works, 

BENEDETTI, Vinoent, a French 
diplomatist, of Italian extraction, 
barn in Cox'sica, about 1815, was 
educated for the consular and 
diplomatic service. After having 
been appointed consul at Palermo 
in 184S, he became First Secretary 
to the Embassy at Constantinople, 
until May, 1859, when he was ap¬ 
pointed to replaoo M. Bouree as 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
at Teheran. M. Benedetti, who 
declined to accept the office, was 
some months afterwards named 
Director of Political Affairs to the 
Foreign Ministor,—a position asso¬ 
ciated with the successful career of 
MM. de Bayne val and d’Hauterive, 
and with the names of Desagos, 
Armand, Lefebre, and Thouvonel. 
It fell to tho lot of M. Benedetti to 
act as secretary and editor of the 
protocols in the Congress of Paris 
in I860, and he was made Chevalier 
of the Legion of Honour in June, 
1845, Officer in 1833, Commander 
in 1856, Grand Officer in June, 
I860, and Grand Cross in 18GG. 
Having been appointed Minister 
Plenipotentiary of France at Turin 
in 1861, on the recognition of the 
Italian Kingdom by the French 
Government, he resigned when M. 
Thouvenel retired from theMinistry 
of Foreign Affairs, and was ap¬ 
pointed Ambassador at Berlin, Nov. 
27, 1864. M. Benedetti obtained 
great notoriety in connection with 
the remarkable draft of a secret 
treaty between France and Prussia, 
which was published in the Times 
on the 26th of July, 1870, at the 


very beginning of the war be¬ 
tween those two powers. The 
document stated that the Emperor 
Napoleon III. would allow and 
recognise the Prussian acquisitions 
consequent upon the war against 
Austria; that tho King of Prussia 
would promise to assist France in 
acquiring Luxemburg; that the 
Emperor would not oppose a Fede¬ 
ral re-union of North and South 
Germany ; that if the Emperoz* 
should occupy or conquer Belgium, 
the King should afford armed 
assistance to France against any 
other Power that might declare war 
against her in such case j and that 
the two Powers should conclude an 
offensive and defensive alliance. 
The publication of this extraor¬ 
dinary document caused great con¬ 
sternation and excitement through¬ 
out Europe. Its authenticity was 
not denied, but France declared 
that although M. Benedetti had 
written the document, he had done 
so at the dictation of Count Bis¬ 
marck ; whereas the latter states¬ 
man declared that through one 
channel or another Franco had in¬ 
cessantly demanded some compen¬ 
sation for not interfering with 
Prussia in her projects. Both 
statesmen agreed in saying that 
their respective sovereigns declined 
to sanction the treaty. On the out¬ 
break of the war, M. Benedetti was 
of course recalled from Berlin; and 
since the fall of the Empire he has 
disappeared from pnblic notice. Tn 
Oct., 1871, however, he published a 
pamphlet, in which ho throw zip on 
Count Bismarck the whole responsi¬ 
bility of the draft treaty. In 1872 
he was elected a member of the 
Conseil G£n6ral of Corsica, and 
since then he has been an advocate 
at the bar of Ajacoio. 

BENHAM, The Eev. William, 
B.D., was bora at West Mean, 
Hants, Jon. 15, 1831, his father 
being the village postmaster, as his 
grandfather had been before him. 
He was educated at the village 
National school, and was favourably 
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noticed by the rector. Archdeacon 
Bayley, who took him to liis house 
as his little secretary, lie being 
blind. He taught the youth Latin 
and Greek, and after his death in 
1844, Mr. Benham was sent to St. 
Mark's College, Chelsea, to be 
trained for a schoolmaster. After 
working in that capacity for a few 
years, Archdeacon Baylcy's family 
furnished him with the means of 
going through the Theological De¬ 
partment of King's College,London. 
He went out with a first-claBS, and 
was ordainedby the late Archbishop 
of Canterbury, then Bishop of Lon¬ 
don, as Divinity Tutor to his old col¬ 
lege at Chelsea. He remained there 
from 1837 to 18154, when he became 
Editorial Secretary to the Society 
for Promoting Christian Know¬ 
ledge, and curate of St. Lawrence 
Jewry, under the present Dean of 
Ereter, In 1807 he was favourably 
noticed as a preacher by some 
members of Archbishop Longley's 
family,unknown to himself, and this 
led to the Arohbishop offering him 
the vioarage of his own parish of 
Addington. He acted as the 
Primate’s private secretary during 
the first Lambeth Conference, and 
passed the Resolutions through the 
press, and also his last Charge. 
ArchbishopTait also made him one 
of the Six Preachers of Canterbury 
in 1872, and gave him the vicarage 
of Margate in the same year. His 
chief work there was the carrying 
out the restoration of the parish 
church. In I860 he was appointed 
to the vicarage of Harden, and in 
1882 to the rectory of St. Edmund 
the King, Lombard Street, in the 
City of London. Mr. Benham has 
published " The Gospel of St. Mat¬ 
thew, with notes and a commen¬ 
tary/’ 1862; " English Ballads, with 
introduction and notes/' 18G3; 
"The Epistles for the Christian 
Year, with notes and commentary/' 
1864 j "Readingson Hie Life of Our 
Lord and his Apostles/' 1880 j 
"The Church of the Patriarchs/' 
1807 j the " Globe " edition of Cow- 


per's works, 1870 ; Commentary on 
the Acts in the "Commentary of 
the Society for Promoting Christian 
Knowledge/' 1871 ; u A Companion 
to the Lectionary/' 1872 ; a new 
translation of Thomas i\ Kempis's 
"Imitatio Christi," 1874; "Me¬ 
moirs of Catherine and Craufurd 
Tait/' 1879; "How to Teach the 
Old Testament/' 1881; editor of 
"Cowper's Letters," 1883 ; "Dio¬ 
cesan History of 'Winchester/* 
1885 ; " Short History of the 
American Church/' 1884; " Ser¬ 
mons for the Church's Year/' 2 
vols. 1885. He has also contri¬ 
buted articles to " The Biblo 
Educator/' Macmillan’s Magazine , 
and other periodicals. 

BENNETT, Sir James Risdon, 
M.D., F.R.S., Ex-President of the 
Royal College of Physicians, eldest 
son of the Rev. James Bennett, D.D. 
by Sarah, daughter of Mr. John 
Comley, of Romsey, Hampshire, 
was horn at Romsey, in 1809. Ho 
was educated by private tuition, 
and received his professional educa¬ 
tion in Paris and Edinburgh, at 
which latter university he took his 
degree of M.D. in 1833. After 
travelling for two years on the 
Continent, he settled in London, 
and lectured at the Charing Cross 
Hospital and Grainger's School in 
the Borough. Ho was elected, in 
1843, Assistant-Physician to St. 
Thomas's Hospital, and on becom¬ 
ing full Physician, leotured there 
for many years on the "Practice of 
Medicine." He was one of the 
Pounders and Secretary of the first 
Sydenham Society for the Publica¬ 
tion of Medical Works, After 
filling the offices of Censor, Lum- 
leian and Croonian Lecturer, and 
Representative of the College of 
Physicians in the General Medical 
Council, he was elected President 
of the College in 187G, and annually 
re-elected up to 1880. In the some 
year he had been elected Bellow of 
the Royal Society. Sir Riadon 
Bennett is Consulting Physician to 
the Victoria Park Hospital for Dis- 
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eases of the Chest, Hon. Physician 
and Governor of St. Thomas’s Hos¬ 
pital, and Fellow of various medi¬ 
cal and scientific societies. Ho has 
published a translation from the 
German of Kramer on "Diseases of 
the Earj” "An Essay on Acute 
Hydrocephalus,” which gained tlio 
Fothorgillian Gold Modal; " Lum- 
leian Lectures on Cancerous and 
other Intra-ThoracicGrowths." He 
has also contributed numerous 
papers to the Transactions of the 
Pathological Society and various 
medical journals. SirKisdon Ben¬ 
nett was one of the Commissioners 
of tho Paris Universal Exhibition 
for 1878. In that year he received 
from the University of Edinburgh 
the honorary degree of LL.D. In 
1881 he received from Her Majesty 
the honour of knighthood, and was 
elected Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the International 
Medical Congress. Sir Bisdon has 
been Member of the Council, and 
Vice-President of theBoyal Society. 
He married, in 1811, Miss Ellen 
Selfo Page, daughter of tho Bov. 
Henry Page, M.A., of Bose Hill, 
Worcester. 

BENNETT, William Cox, LL.D., 
is the son of Mr. John Bennett, 
watchmaker, of Greenwich, whore 
he was horn October 14th, 1820. 
Whilst still a youth, ho took an 
active part in tho formation of a 
literary institution on tho most 
popular basis, in connection with 
which he formed a library consist¬ 
ing of above 12,000 volumes. He has 
likewise been instrumental in esta¬ 
blishing at Greenwich cheap baths 
and wash-houses, and other popu¬ 
lar institutions. He acted as Hono¬ 
rary Auditor for the Association for 
the Bepeal of the Taxes on Know¬ 
ledge, till that great reform was 
effected. Ho has taken an active 
part in all the agitations for the 
education of tho people during the 
past forty years j was the Hon. 
Sec. to the Greenwich branch of 
the National Education League, 
and a member of the London 


Council. In 18G8 lio proposed tho 
election of Mr. GladsLonofor Green¬ 
wich, and organised the committeo 
which secured his return, receiving 
from the great statesman an auto¬ 
graph letter with an earnest ex¬ 
pression of thanks. He has since 
succeeded in placing by public 
subscription the bust of Long¬ 
fellow in the Poets’ Corner at 
Westminster Abbey. Dr. Bennett 
printed volumes of poetry privately 
in 1813 and 1815. Perhaps best 
known as a song-writer. Dr. Bennett 
has since published “ Poems," 1850 j 
" Verdicts,” 1852; " Roan’s School : 
a Chapter in the Educational His¬ 
tory of England,” which secured 
tho reform of a largo endowed 
school at Greenwich; rr War Songs,” 
1855; "Queen Eleanor’s Vengeance, 
and other Poems,” 1837j fr Songs, 
by a Song-Writer,” I860; rr Baby 
May, and other Poems on Infants,” 
18G1 j " The Worn Wodding Bing,” 
&c., 1861; "The Politics of the 
People,” Parts I. and II., 1865 ; 
" Our Glory Roll, National Poems,” 
18G6; " Contributions to a Ballad 
History of England,” 1868; " Songs 
for Sailors,” 1872; republished with 
music by J. L. Hatton, 1878; “Pro¬ 
metheus, the Fire-giver,” an at¬ 
tempted restoration of the lost First 
Part of the “ Promethean Trilogy 
of AGsehylus,” 1877; " Sea Songs, 
1878; “ Songs for Soldiers/’ 1879. 
He edited a monthly periodical, 
"Tho Lark, Songs, Ballads, and 
Eecitations for the People,” from 
Aug. 1883 to Sept. 1884, which 
earned the best poetry of dead and 
living poets very widely. Dr. 
Bennett haB been a frequent con¬ 
tributor to periodicals. A collected 
edition of his poems appeared in 
1862, in ft Boutledge’s British 
Poets.” Dr. Bennett is a prac¬ 
tised political writer, and was 
attached to the staff of the Weekly 
Dispatch, during the years 1869- 
70. Ho acted as Secretary to the 
Befugees’ Benovolent Fund during ■ 
the continuance of tho Franco- 
Pruasian War. The University of 
s 
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Tusculum conferred on him the 
degree of LL.D. in 18C9. 

BENNIGSEN, Rudolph von, born 
at Ltlneberg, Hanovei', July 10, 
1821, studied jurisprudence at 
Gttttingen and Heidelberg, and 
qualified as an advocate,but entered 
the j udiciary and roso to the func¬ 
tions of a judge at Gottingen. In 
1855 the city of Aurich elected him 
to the Second Chamber of the 
Hanover Legislature, but the King 
refused him the indispensable con¬ 
sent of the Crown to accept that 
legislative office. Thereupon he re¬ 
signed his judgeship, took his seat 
in the Parliament (1856), and at once 
assumed a position as leader of the 
Opposition. In 1859 Bennigsen 
and Miguel, with a few others, 
drew up and issued a programme 
or scheme of German unity. In this 
document it was declared that only 
Prussia could be at the head of a 
united Germany,and in fact Bennig- 
sen advocated at this period that 
which Prince Bismarck long after¬ 
wards accomplished. The National- 
Vercin held its firBt sitting Sept. 16, 
1859, at the invitation of Bennigsen, 
and he himself was chosen Presi¬ 
dent. The Frankfort Assembly 
formed the permanent organisation 
of the National-Verein, and fixed 
its seat in the city of Coburg. At 
the time of its dissolution in 1866, it 
numbered 30,000 members, of whom 
10,000 were from Prussia. In that 
year the organisation of the North 
German Confederation making in¬ 
evitable the speedy realisation of 
the Empire, the Union had no 
further raison d'itre, and it was 
accordingly dissolved. Bennigsen, 
who by the annexation of Hanover 
wa9 made a Prussian, become a 
member both of the Prussian Lower 
Chamber and of the North German 
Reichstag, During the war of 
1870 he was in confidential relations 
with the Prussian authorities, and 
undertook two important missions 
—one to the South German States, 
where he discussed the conditions 
of a possible unity; the other to the 


camp of Versailles in the winter of 
1871, where the same negotiations 
were afterwards carried out to a 
practical result. In 1873 ho was 
elected President of the Prussian 
House of Deputies. At the elec¬ 
tions of 1877 the Socialist party 
opposed his candidature, but with¬ 
out success. 

BENSON, The Host Bev. Edward 
Whito, D.D., Archbishop of Can¬ 
terbury, Primate of all England, 
and Metropolitan, son of Edward 
White Benson, Esq., of Birming¬ 
ham Heath, and formerly of York, 
was born near Birmingham in 1829. 
He was educated at King Edward's 
School,Birimngham,and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, of which he 
was successively Scholar and Fel¬ 
low, and where he graduated B.A. 
in 1852, as a First Class in classi¬ 
cal honours,and Senior Chancellor's 
Medallist, obtaining also the place 
of a Senior Optime in tho mathe¬ 
matic^ tripos. He graduated M.A, 
in 1855, B.D. in 1862, and D.D. in 
1867, Hon. D.C.L. (Oxford), 1884. 
He was for some years an assistant 
master in Rugby Sohool, and he 
held the head mastership of Wel¬ 
lington College from its first open¬ 
ing in 1868 down to 1872, when he 
was appointed a Canon Residen¬ 
tiary and Chancellor of Linooln 
Cathedral, having been a Preben¬ 
dary of the same cathedral for 
three years previously. He was 
Select Preacher to the University 
of Cambridge (18G4, 1871, 1875, 
1876, 1879, and 1882), and to tho 
University of Oxford (1875-70), 
Hon. Chaplain to the Queen, 1873, 
and Chaplain in Ordinary, 1875-77. 
For several yearB he was Examining 
Chaplain to the late Bishop of Lin¬ 
coln. In Dec.1876,he was nominated 
by tho Crown, on the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Earl of Beaconsfield, to 
the newly-founded Bishopric of 
Truro, and he received opiscopal con¬ 
secration in St. Paul's Cathedral, 
April 25,1877. The diocese, which 
was taken out of the diocese of 
Exeter, consists of the county of 
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Cornwall, the Isles of Scilly, and 
five parishes of Devonshire, con¬ 
stituting the Archdeaconry of 
Cornwall, with the church of St. 
Mary,Truro,as a cathedral. During 
his occupation of the sec he bogan 
the building of a new cathedral at 
Truro (with Mr. J. L. Pearson as 
architect), of which the outward 
shell is to cost o£90,000, most of that 
sum having been gathered through 
the energy of the Bishop, In Dec. 
1882 Dr, Benson was appointed by 
the Crown, on Mr. Gladstone's re¬ 
commendation, to the Archbishop¬ 
ric of Canterbury, in succession to 
Dr. Tait. Dr. Benson has pub¬ 
lished " Sermons preached in Wel¬ 
lington College Chapel," 1859; 

Sa\7rurei, A memorial Sermon 

E reached after the death of Dr. 
iee, first Bishop of Manchester/' 
1870 j " Work, Friendship, Wor¬ 
ship/'being three sermons preached 
before the University of Cambridge 
in 1871 ; " Boy-Life, its trial, its 
strength, its fulness, Sundays in 
Wellington College, 1869-72," 
Lond. 8vo, 1874; " Singleheart," 
1877 j " The Cathedral, its neces¬ 
sary place in the Life and Work 
of the Church/' 1879 ; and "The 
Seven Gifts," (Macmillan), 1885; 
besides numerous single sermons. 
Dr. Benson married, in 1859, Mary, 
daughter of the late Rev. William 
Sidgwick, of Skipton, Yorkshire. 

BENTINCK, The Bight Hon. 
George Augustus Frederick Caven¬ 
dish, M.P., son of the late Major- 
General Lord Frederick Bentinok, 
K.C.B., was bora in London in 
1821, and educated at Westminster 
School, and at Trinity College, 
Cambridge (M.A., 1817). He was 
called to the bar, at Lincoln's Inn, 
in 1816, Mr, Bentinok unsuccess¬ 
fully contested Taunton in April, 
1859 j but he was elected in the 
following August, and continued 
to represent that borough till July, 
1865, when he was returned for 
Whitehaven, which he has repre¬ 
sented up to the present time. He 
was appointed Parliamentary Secre¬ 


tary to the Board of Trade in Feb. 
1874. In Nov. 1875, he was ap¬ 
pointed Judge-Advocate - General, 
and sworn of the Privy-Council. 
He went out of office with his party 
in April, 1880. 

BENTLEY, Kobert, F.L.S., 
botanist, who has moro particularly 
directed his attention to the appli¬ 
cations of botany to medicine, was 
born at Hitchin, Herts, in 1825, 
and bocame a member of the Royal 
College of Surgeons in 1817. Ho 
is a Fellow of, and Professor of 
Botany in. King’s College, London j 
Honorary member of, and Professor 
of Materia Medica and Botany to 
the Pharmaceutical Society of 
Great Britain; Honorary member 
of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association, and of Philadelphia 
College of Pharmacy; Professor of 
Botany in the London Institution; 
Member of the Council, and Chair¬ 
man of the Garden Committee of 
the Royal Botanic Society of Lon¬ 
don ; and was formerly Examiner 
in Botany to the Royal College of 
Veterinary Surgeons of England; 
Lecturer on Botany at the Medical 
Colleges of the London, Middlesex, 
and St. Mary's Hospitals; and for 
twenty years Dean of the Medical 
Faculty in King's College, London. 
Professor Bentley was President of 
the British Pharmaceutical Con¬ 
ferences in 186G and 1867. He has 
contributed numerous articles to 
the Pharmaceutical Journal , of 
which for ten years he was one 
of the editors. He has writton a 
"Manual of Botany/' which has 
reached the fifth edition; has 
jointly edited two editions of 
Pereira's Materia Medica and 
Therapeutics; is the author of an 
elementary work on Botany, in the 
series of Manuals of Elementary 
Science, published by the Society 
for Promoting Christian Know¬ 
ledge ; also of " Student's Guide 
to Structural, Morphological, and 
Physiological Botany”; "Student's 
Guide to Systematic Botany ”; has 
edited, with Professors Redwood 
s 2 
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and Attfleld, of tho British Phar- 
inacoi)Coia, 1885} and is joint author, 
with Dr- Trillion, of an illustrated 
work on Medicinal Plants, in four 
volumes. Professor Bentley has 
also published a Series of Papers 
" On New American Remedies," a 
Lecture " On the Characters, Pro¬ 
perties, and Uses of Eucalyptus 
globulus/'" Lectures on the Organic 
Materia Medica of the British 
Pharmacopoeia/' and numerous 
other Lectures and Papers on 
Botany and Materia Medica in 
the Pharmaceutical Journal , &c. 

BERESFORD, The Most Rev, and 
Right Hon. Marcus Gervais, D.D., 
Protestant Archbishop of Armagh, 
son of the late Bishop of Kilmore, 
who was a nephew of the first Mar¬ 
quis of Waterford, was bom in 1801, 
and educated at Richmond School, 
Yorkshire, under Dr, Tate, whence 
he passed to Trinity College, Cam¬ 
bridge. Having graduated and 
taken orders, he was appointed 
Rector of Kildallen in 1825, after¬ 
wards held the vicariates of Drrnig 
and Lara, and was also Vicar- 
General of Kilmore and Arch¬ 
deacon of Ardagh. In 1854 he was 
consecrated to the united sees of 
Kilmore, Elphin, and Ardagh, and 
in 1863 was translated to Armagh. 
His Grace is Primate of all Ireland, 
Lord Almoner of Ireland, and Pre¬ 
late of the Order of St. Patrick. 

BERESFORD, Lord William 
Charles Delapoev, second son of the 
Rev. John Beresford, fourth Mar¬ 
quis of Waterford, by Christiana 
Julia, fourth daughter of the late 
Colonel Charles Powell Leslie, of 
Glaslough, co. Monaghan, was bom 
Peb. 10, 1816, at Philiptown, co. 
Dublin, Ho entered the Royal 
Navy in 1859, was appointed a 
lieutenant in 1868, and advanced 
to the rank of commander in 1875, 
He served successively in the 
"Marlborough," the "Defence," 
the "Clio," the "Tribune," the 
" Sutlej,” the " Research," the 
Royal yacht" Victoria and Albert/' 
the " Galatea/' the " Goshawk," 


and " Bellorophon." In 1872 he 
was appointed Flag Lieutenant to 
the Commander-in-Chicf at Devon- 
port j and he accompanied the 
Trince of Wales as naval aide-de- 
camp to India in 1875-76. In 1877 
he joined the " Thunderer,’' and 
was commander of the Royal yacht 
" Osborne " from 1878 to 1881. His 
lordship received the gold medal 
of the Royal Humano Society, and 
of the Liverpool Shipwreck and 
Humane Society, for having on 
three occasions jumped overboard 
and saved lives at sea. On one of 
these occasions, when ho rescued a 
marine who had fallen overboard 
at Port Stanley, Falkland Island, 
he was attired in heavy shooting 
clothes, and his pockets were filled 
with cartridges. At tho time of the 
bombardment of the forts of Alex¬ 
andria, Lord Charles Beresford was 
in command of the gunboat " Con¬ 
dor," and in the action of July 11, 
1882, he greatly distinguished him¬ 
self by his gallant conduct. The 
ironclad, " Temeraire," which got 
ashore at tho beginning of the en¬ 
gagement, was safely assisted off 
by the " Condor." Then the for¬ 
midable Marabout batteries, which 
constituted the second strongest 
defence of the port of Alexandria, 
were effectually silenced. This 
latter success waB chiefly due to 
the gallant way in winch the 
" Condor " bore down on tho fort 
and engaged guns immensely su¬ 
perior to her own. So vigorous, 
indeed, was the attack on the big 
fort, that the Admiral's ship sig¬ 
nalled "Well done, f Condor,'" It 
was ascertained that tho Khedive, 
who had taken refuge with Dervish 
Pasha at Ramleh, was in imminent 
danger. Arabi Pasha had sent a 
body of troops to guard the palace, 
and ordered them to kill the Khe¬ 
dive, hut Tewfik and Dervish man¬ 
aged to bribe tho men, and to 
communicate with Admiral Sir 
Beauchamp Seymour, who dis¬ 
patched the " Condor " in shore to 
keep the Egyptian troops in check 
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The Khedive then succeeded in 
getting away, and drove to Ras-el- 
Tin. As the conflagration and loot¬ 
ing continued in the city of Alex¬ 
andria, the Americans were asked 
to land marines to assist in keeping 
order, and a regular police system 
was organized under Lord Charles 
Beresford, while Captain Fisher, 
of the " Inflexible/’’ took com¬ 
mand of the land forces. Strong 
measures were necessary to subdue 
the looters. Several of the scoun¬ 
drels detectod in the very act of 
setting fire to houses wore sum¬ 
marily shot in the great square, 
and those caught plundering were 
flogged. Lord Charles Beresford 
was promoted to the rank of cap¬ 
tain (Aug. 7, 1882) for tho services 
he had rendered at tlie bombard¬ 
ment of Alexandria. In Sept. 1881, 
he was appointed on the staff of 
Lord Wolseley for the Nile Expe¬ 
dition, and assisted in the arduous 
work of getting tho boats up to 
Korti. Iu command of the Naval 
Brigade with Sir Herbert Stewart 
across tho Desert, he was tho only 
man not killed of those in imme¬ 
diate charge of the machine-gun 
at Abu Klea, and was subsequently 
left in charge of zeraba when troops 
marched on Gubat. In Feb. 1SS5, 
with the small river steamer 
"Safia," ho rescued Sir Charles 
Wilson's party (who had been 
wrecked on their return from 
Khartoum), after having had the 
boiler of his steamer repaired 
while anchored for twenty-four 
hours under fire of the enemy's fort, 
which fire was kept down solely 
by the two machine-guns on board. 
His lordship sat in the House of 
Commons, as member for the county 
of Waterford, in tlio Conservative 
interest, from Feb. 1871, till April, 
1880, when his candidature was un¬ 
successful. In Nov. 1885, he was 
returned for the Eastern Division 
of Marylebone by a majority of 914 
over the late sitting member, and 
easily retained the scat at the elec¬ 
tion of I860. Fie was appointed ' 


Naval Lord of tlxe Admiralty on 
the accession of Lord Salisbury to 
power. He manned in 1878 Mina, 
eldest daughter of the late Mr, 
Richard Gardnor. 

BERGH, Henry, bom in New 
York, in 1823, graduated at Co¬ 
lumbia College, studied law, and 
when quite young wrote several 
dramas, poems, and tales. In 
1803 he was appointed Secretary of 
Legation at St. Petersburg, and was 
afterwards Vice-Consul. Returning 
to America in 1806, he organized 
the American Society for the Pre¬ 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, to 
which he lias devoted his very 
’ considerable fortune, and which 
has grown to lie an important 
institution, with branches in nearly 
every State of the Union, In the 
city of New York the officers 
of this Society are constituted 
special policemen with authority 
to arrest summarily any person 
who is found committing cruelty 
to animals. 

BERKELEY, The Rev. Miles 
Joseph, M.A., F.R.S., bom at Big¬ 
gin, in the parish of Oundlc, in 
1803, was educated at Rugby and 
at Christ’s College, Cambridge, 
whore he graduated in honours in 
1825, and after holding the curacy 
of Margate, was appointed in 1833 
to the incumbency of two small 
parishes near Wansford, North¬ 
amptonshire, and Rural Dean for a 
portion of the deaneries of Oundle 
and Weldon. In 1868 he was pre¬ 
sented to the vicarage of Sibber- 
toft, He is a member of many 
learned societies, both British and 
foreign, and is the author of “ Glean¬ 
ings of British AJgee " (1833), and 
of the concluding volume of the 
"English Flora" (1836), as woll 
as of articles " On the Diseases of 
Plants," in tho " Encyclopedia of 
Agriculture:" a series of papers 
on Vegetable Pathology, in the 
Gardeners* Chronicle ; an introduc¬ 
tion to " Cryptogamio Botany," 
" Outlines of British Fungology," 
"Handbook of British Mossesj" 
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of numerous papers in the Transae- 
tions of the Linnaean Society, the 
"Zoological Journal,” "Hookers 
Journal of Botany,” "Hooker's 
Himalayan Journal,” and the 
" Antarctic and Neu r Zealand 
Flora,” and of a sermon preached 
at the Commemoration of Bene¬ 
factors at Christ's College, Cam¬ 
bridge. 

BERNARD, The Hon. and Right 
Rev. Charles Brodrick, Bishop of 
Tuam, Killala, and Achonry, son 
of the second Earl of Band on, 
born Jan. 4,1811, was educated at 
Eton and Balliol College, Oxford, 
and ordained in 1835. He was 
made Yicar of Bantry in 1810, 
Rector of Kilbrogan, Senior 
Prebendary of Cork, and Rural 
Dean, in 1842, and was conse¬ 
crated Bishop of this see in 1867. 
He is the author of "Sermons 
and Lectures,” published by re¬ 
quest. 

BERNHARDT, Rosine, called 
Sarah, a French actress, was born 
at Paris, Oct. 22, 1814. She is a 
Jewess of French and Butch 
parentage. She spent the greater 
part of her early life in Holland, 
visiting at the house of her grand¬ 
father, an Amsterdam optician. 
In 1868 she entered the Paris Con¬ 
servatoire, became a pupil of MM. 
Provost and Samson, professors of 
elocution, gained a second prize for 
tragedy in 18G1, and a second prize 
for comedy in 18G2. She made her 
first public appearance on the stage 
at the Thodtre Framjaise in Racine's 
"Iphigenie” and the "Valtfrie” 
of Scribe. She attracted hardly 
any notice, and after a brief with¬ 
drawal from the stage she re¬ 
appeared at the Gymnase and the 
Porte Saint-Martin, in burlesque 
parts. In Jan. 1807 she returned 
to high art at the Od£on, playing 
several minor parts with much 
applause till she achieved a notable 
success in that of "Marie de 
Neuborg” in "Ruy Bias.” She 
was thereupon recalled to the 
Thfifttre Fran^ais, and first showed 


her higher power in " Androinaquc ” 
and " Juniebut it was as " Berthe 
de Savigny” in the play of "Le 
Sphinx,” performed in March, 1874, 
that she won the greatest applause. 
In 1879 she visited London with 
the other members of the Comddie 
Fra^aiae, who on June 2 in that 
year began a series of brilliant per¬ 
formances at the Gaiety Theatre, 
under the direction of Mr. John 
Hollingshoad. In the following 
year Mdlle. Bernhardt returned 
alone to the Gaiety, M. Coquelin, 
who was expected to accompany 
her, being prevented from doing 
so by his tenure at the Theatre 
Francais. About this time Mdlle. 
Bernhardt severed her connection 
with the Comddie Frau 9 aise, and 
was condemned to pay 4J4000 costs 
and damages for the breach of her 
engagement. In June, 1881, she 
again appeared in London at the 
Gaiety Theatre in " La Bame aux 
Camdlias" for a short series of 
performances, and she afterwards 
made a most successful tour, from 
a pecuniary point of view, in the 
TJnilod States. In April, 1882, 
she was married in the Church of 
St. Andrew, Wells Street, London, 
to M. Bamala, a Greek gentleman, 
from whom she was divorced 
shortly afterwards. She re¬ 
visited London in 1885, and played 
"Fedora” for the first time in 
England, at the Gaiety Theatre. 
Some of her latest appearances at 
the Porte St. Martin Theatre have 
been as Shakespearian heroines. 
She is now travelling round the 
world, 

BERR7, Sir Graham, went out to 
Victoria in 1852 in the height of 
the gold-digging fever, but instead 
of turning his attention to the 
gold mines he settled down to 
business at Melbourne. Tu 18G0 
he was elected to the Victorian 
Parliament as an advanced liberal, 
and again in 1864, but was dofoated 
in the next election, and then, 
devoting his energies to journalism, 
became proprietor and editor of 
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the Geelong Register. Ho Boon, 
however, re-entered Parliament, 
and in 1870 first took office as 
'Treasurer, and five years later 
became Premier for a short time. 
In 1877 Sir Gt . Berry was returned 
at the head of an overwhelming 
majority, and once more took the 
Premiership. While in office he 
passed several important demo¬ 
cratic measures, including a land 
tax on large estates, but failed to 
carry a proposal for a fundamental 
reform of the Legislative Council. 
Sir G. Berry then visited England 
in order to induce the Imperial 
Parliament to take up the matter, 
but failed, though through his 
efforts the question was eventually 
settled. On his return the general 
election of 1880 placed him in a 
minority, but he was subsequently 
restored to power, and curried 
some noteworthy reform measures. 
Again thrown out by a want of 
confidence vote. Sir G. Berry 
entered a coalition Ministry, in 
which he was Chief Secretary. 
Early in the present year (188G), 
Sir G. Berry, with Mr. Service, 
was Victorian delegate to the first 
Federal Council, and shortly after¬ 
wards Sir G. Berry was appointed 
Agent-General in London for 
Victoria. The honour of knight¬ 
hood has recently been conferred 
on Sir Graham Berry in recognition 
of his services to the colony. He 
was Executive Commissioner for 
the Colonial and Indian Exhibi¬ 
tion. 

BERTHELOT, Pierre EugSne 
a French chemist, the son of a 
physician, was born at Paris, 
October 26, 1827. From a veiy 
early ago he'has devoted himself 
to scientific’ studies, and made 
Bpeeial researches into acids and 
fermentation. The degree of 
Doctor of Sciences was conferred 
upon him in April, 1864*, and in 
1861 the Academy of Sciences 
awarded him the sum of 8, COO 
francs for his researches. In 1859 
he was appointed Professor of 


Organic Chemistry at the Superior 
School of Pharmacy, and in 1865 
at the request of the Academy of 
Sciences a new chair of organic 
chemistry was created for bim at 
the College do France. Elected a 
Member of the Academic de Mude- 
cine in February, 18G8, M. Berthe- 
lot entered the Academic dcs 
Sciences, March 3, 1873, in the 
place of Duhamel. On September 
2, 1870, he was elected President 
of tho Scientific Committee of 
Defence, and during the siege of 
Paris was engnged in the manu¬ 
facture of guns and ammunition, 
and especially of nitro-glycerino 
and dynamite. On April 6, 1876, 
ho was named Inspector-General 
of Higher Education. The labour’s 
of M. Berthelot have had for their 
object, principally, the reproduc¬ 
tion of the substances which enter* 
into the composition of organised 
beings, and have opened a new 
field for science, which, up to his 
time, had limited itself almost 
entirely to analysis. The dyeing 
trade has benefited largely by his 
discoveries in extracting dyes from 
coal-tar. He has contributed ex¬ 
tensively to the Annalea de Chimie 
et de Physique , La Synihese dea 
Carhures d’Hydrogdne , &o., and has 
written "Chimie Organique fondde 
stir la Synthhse,” 1860 j “Lemons 
Bur les Principes SucrOB,” 1862 j 
f r Le 90 ns sur lesM6thodes Generales 
de Synthese,” 1864; " Lemons sur 
ITsomcrie,” 1866 j r( Traito Ele¬ 
ments ire de Chimie Organique/ 1 
and ff Sur la Force de la Foudre et 
des Matieres Explosives,” 1872 j 
"Verification de PAreomdtro de 
Baumo,” 1873} “Les Origines do 
VAlchimie/ 1 1886, besides numer¬ 
ous scientific and philosophical 
articles for the Revue dea Rents 
Mondes , the Revue dea Coura Scienti - 
Jiques, Le Temps, &c. One of 
these articles, entitled ft Science 
Ideale et Science Positive,” a letter 
to M. Benan, in the Revue des Dents 
Mondes , 1863, is very remarkable. 
M. Berthelot was decorated with

made an officer in 1867, and com¬ 
mander in 1879. 

BERTRAND, Joseph Louis Fran¬ 
cois, a French mathematician, born 
at Paris, March 11, 1822, evinced 
from a very early age an extra¬ 
ordinary taste for mathematics, 
and when eleven years old on 
leaving the College of St. Louis, 
he entered tlio Ecole Polyteeh- 
nique. He was successively Pro¬ 
fessor at the Lyc6o Saint-Louis ; 
Examiner for admissions at the 
Ecole Volytechnique, teacher of 
analysis at the same school. 
Assistant Professor of Mathema¬ 
tical PliyBica at the College of 
Franco, and Professor of Special 
Mathematics at the Lycdo Napo- 
leon. In J85G he was admitted to 
the Acftddmie des Sciences* in 
place of Sturm, and on the death 
of Elie de Beaumont, in 1871* was 
elected perpetual secretary. -Be¬ 
sides his three great works, " Traitd 
d’Arithmftique,” 1819; "Traitd 
d’Algfebre,” 185G, and "Traitc do 
Calcul Differential Integral,” 1HGI 
—1870, he has written a number 
of memoirs relative to physics, 
pure mathematics and mechanics, 
of which the following are the 
principal; " Sur les Conditions 
d'Intcgralitd des Fonctions dif- 
ferentielles ;" " Sur la Thcorie 
Gdndrale des Surfaces ;" " Sur la 
Similitude en Mfcaniquo ; ” " Sur 
la Thdorie des Phenomcnes Capil- 
laires;" " Sur la Theorie de la 
Propagation du Son*” &o. He was 
made an officer of the Legion of 
Honour in August, 18G7. 

BESANT, Walter, was bona at 
Portsmouth, iu 1838, and educated 
at King’s College, London, and 
ChrisVs College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated in high mathemati¬ 
cal honours. He was intended for 
the Church, and obtainod several 
theological prizes, but abandoned 
this career. He was tlien appointed 
Senior Professor in the Royal Col¬ 
lege of Mauritius, but was com¬ 
pelled by ill health to resign, and 
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returned to England, whore he has 
since resided. In 1868 he produced 
his first work, " Studies in Early 
French Poetry.” In 1873 he brought 
out "The French Humourists in 
1877, "Rabelais,” for the "Ancient 
and Foreign ClaBBics: ” and, in 
1882, "Readings from Rabelais;” 
in 1S79, " Coligny; ” and in 1881, 
" Whittington,” for the " Now 
Plutarch” series, of which he is 
one of the editors. Mr* Besant 
has acted for many years as secre¬ 
tory of the Palestine Exploration 
Fund, in which capacity he wrote 
in 1871 a " History of Jerusalem,” 
with the late Professor Palmer; 
and he is now editor of the groat 
work entitled " The Survey of 
Western Palestine.” He has con¬ 
tributed to most of the magazines. 
In 1871 ho entered into the partner¬ 
ship with the late Mr. James Rice, 
which produced the series of novels 
that boor their joint name. Mr. 
Besant has also writton, undor his 
own name, " The Revolt of Man,” 
rr The Captain’s Room,” and " All 
SorbB and Conditions of Men: an 
Impossible Story,” 1882; "A1J in 
a Garden Fair,’* 1883 ; " Dorothy 
Forster,” 1881; " "Uncle Talk,” 
1885; " Children of GibeoU*” 1886. 
Ho also, with Mr. Rico, put on the 
stage two plays, one performed at 
the Royal Court, a dramatic ver¬ 
sion of 4 f Ready Money Mortiboy; ” 
and the other," Such a good Man,” 
the play from which their story 
bearing the same title was written. 
Mr. Besant has also written a 
biography of the late Professor 
Palmer (1883). On the establish¬ 
ment of the " Incorporated Society 
of Authors,” he was elected the 
First Chairman of the Executive 
Committee. 

BESSEMER, Sir Henry, F.R.S., 
civil engineer and inventor* whose 
name is inseparably connected with 
the development of the steel in¬ 
dustry in England and other 
countries, is the son of tho late 
Mr. Anthony Bessemer, and was 
bom in 1813, He was to a groat 
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extent self-taught, and at tho age 
of twenty exhibited a design at the 
Royal Academy. In 1 866 he read 
before the British Association, at 
Cheltenham, his first paper on the 
manufacture of malleable iron and 
steel. His discovery of the means 
of rapidly and cheaply converting 
pig iron into steel, by blowing a 
blast of air through the iron when 
in a state of fusion, was the result 
of labours and experiments which 
extended over a period of more 
then ten years, and in which the 
ultimate result was only attained 
after many and disheartening 
failures. Prior to this invention, 
the entire production of cast steel 
in Great Britain was only about 
60,000 tons annually j and its 
average price, which ranged from 
.£50 to £60 per ton, was prohibitory 
of its use for many of the purposes 
to which it is now universally 
applied. In the year 1877, not¬ 
withstanding the depression of 
trade, the Bessemer steel produced 
in Great Britain alone amounted to 
730,600 tons, or 15 times the total 
of the former methed of manufac¬ 
ture ; while the selling price aver¬ 
aged only £10 per ton, and the 
coal consumed in producing it was 
less by 3,300,000 tons than would 
have been required in order to 
make the same quantity of steel 
by the old, or Sheffield, process. 
The total reduction of cost is equal 
to about £30,000,000 sterling upon 
the quantity manufactured in Eng¬ 
land during tho year j and in this 
way steel has been rendered avail¬ 
able for a vast number of purposes 
in which its qualitios are of the 
greatest possible value, but from 
which its high price formerly ex¬ 
cluded it. During the same year 
the Bessemer steel manufactured 
in the five other countries in whioh 
the business is chiefly conducted— 
namely, tho United States, Bel¬ 
gium, Germany, Prance, and 
Sweden—raised the total output 
to 1,874,278 tons, with a net selling 
value of about £20,000,000 sterling. 


Tho first honorary recognition of 
tho importance of the Bessemer 
process in this country wub made 
by the Institution of Civil Engi¬ 
neers about 1858, when that body 
awarded Mr. Bessemer the Gold 
Telford Medal, for a paper read by 
him before them on the subject. 
The knowledge of the now process 
soon spread to Sweden, Germany, 
Austria, and Prance, and the in¬ 
ventor received from these coun¬ 
tries several gold medals in recog¬ 
nition of the merits of Ms inven¬ 
tion. The Americans have adopted 
a very special method of showing 
their appreciation of Mr. Besse¬ 
mer’s services to science. In the 
midst of one of the richest iron 
and coal districts in the world, in 
Indiana, they have built a new 
city, which from its geographical 
position and local advantages is 
destined eventually to become one 
of the largest centres of trade in 
America. To this city they have 
given the name of Bessemer. In 
1872, the Albert Gold Modal of the 
Society of Arts was awarded, by 
the Council, to Mr. Bessemer <f for 
the eminent services rendered by 
him to arts, manufactures, and 
commerce, in developing the 
manufacture of steel/’ Mr. Besse¬ 
mer was elected a member of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers in 
1877. The first Howard quin¬ 
quennial prize, being that for the 
year 1877, was awarded by the 
Institution of Civil Engineers to 
Mr. Bessemer as—in terms of the 
bequest—the inventor of a new and 
valuable process relating to the 
uses and property of iron. Mr. 
Bessemer was elected n Pellow of 
the Royal Society, June 12,1870, 
aad on tho 26th of the same month 
he was knighted by the Queen at 
Windsor. On April 15, 1880, tho 
Company of Turners presented the 
Freedom and livery of their com¬ 
pany to Sir Henry Bessemer, and on 
Oct. 6 in tho same year he was 
presented with the freedom of the 
City of London, fr in recognition of 
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Iris valuable discoveries, which 
have so largely benefited the iron 
industries of this country, and his 
scientific attainments, which are 
so well known and appreciated 
throughout the world.” 

BEST, ‘William Thomas, son of a 
solicitor at Carlisle, was bom there 
Aug. 13, 182G. He was educated 
in his native city under a private 
tutor. It was intended that he 
should adopt the profession of a 
civil engineer, but he chose music 
as a profession before the comple¬ 
tion of his term in the former 
pursuit. He became Organist of 
the Panopticon, Leicester Square, 
in 1853 ; Organist of the chapel 
of Lincoln's Inn ; Organist of St. 
Martin’s-m-the-Pields 3 Organist 
of St. George's Hall, Liverpool, in 
1855 (a position he still holds) ; 
and Organist of the Royal Albert 
Hall, Kensington, in 1871. In 
1840, English organs were unsuit¬ 
able for the performance of Bach's 
great organ works, the functions 
of the separate or "obbligato” 
pedal not then being appreciated. 
Goss, Turle, and other well-known 
men of the same day played the 
organ as a clavier instrument, with 
an occasional holding-note on the 
edals, Mr. Best, however, in- 
uced organ-builders to re-con- 
sfcruot their instruments in accord¬ 
ance with Bach's system, in which 
the bass of organ music should be 
chiefly assigned to the pedals and 
not to the left hand. Tins requires 
a complete and separate organ for 
the feet, the same as the keyboards 
for the hands. Bach's System is 
now universal in England. Mr. 
Best has published the following 
oi’gan works :—" Modem School 
for the Organ,” 1854, a collection 
of original studies j f f Art of Organ- 
Playing,” 1870; Sonatas, Preludes, 
and Pugues 3 Concert pieces in all 
styles, 1850-86; " Arrangements 
from the scores of the Great 
Masters” 6 vols., 1873; "The 
Organ Student," 2 vols., and 
several of Handel's works, in¬ 


cluding rf Choral Fugues/' 185G ; 
" Organ Concertos,” 1858-79; 
" Htindel Album,” 1880; and 
" Opera and Oratorio Songs,” 
1381. He has also composed some 
pianoforte music, an overture for 
orchestra, and triumphal march, 
as well as many pieces of church 
music. In 1885 a complete Eng¬ 
lish edition of Baolris organ works 
was begun undor Mr. Best's 
editorship. In 1880 he received a 
Civil List pension of £1 00 per 
annum. 

BEVERLY, William Roxby, 
painter, was horn in 1824, at Rich¬ 
mond, in Surrey, where he re¬ 
ceived his education. His father 
was a midshipman, named Roxby, 
who had served under Lord Kel¬ 
son, but loft the sea and ap¬ 
peared on the stage under the 
assumed name of Beverly. It was 
intended that the son should 
follow his father’s profession, but 
he had ft pencil in his hand when¬ 
ever it was possible to get one, 
and he ultimately became a scene- 
painter, In 1851 Mr. Bevorly 
became painter and director of the 
painting rooms at Co vent Garden 
and Drury Lane Theatres j but for 
Borne years past he has been en¬ 
gaged at Drury Lane exclusively. 
He is renowned for his gorgeous 
visions of fairyland, and his mag¬ 
nificent transformation scenes. 
Mr. Beverly’s works in water¬ 
colours are also favourably 
known, 

BICKERSTETH, The Very Rev, 
Edward, D.D., F.E.G.S., Dean 
of Lichfield, the second son of 
the late) Rev. John Biekerstcth, 
M.A., nejDhew of the late Lord 
Langdale, and brother of the lnte 
Bishop of Ripon, was horn in 1814, 
at Acton, Suffolk ; entered Trinity 
College, Cambridge, in 1832, and 

raduated B.A. in honours, from 

idney Sussex College in 1836, 
having previously obtained the 
Taylor's Mathematical Exhibition. 
He afterwards entered as a student 
in theology at Durham University, 
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where ho gained the first prize for 
a Theological Essay in 1837; was 
ordained deacon at the end of that 
year, and priest in Jan. 1830. JbTo 
served as curate to Archdeacon 
Viclcers at Ghettos Shropshire, in 
1838-39, when he was appointed to 
the curacy, with sole charge, of the 
Ahboy, Shrewsbury. Having occu¬ 
pied this position for nine yoar9, 
he was presented by the late Earl 
Howe in 1818 to the incumbency of 
Penn Street, Buckinghamshire. 
Dr. Bickersteth was appointed 
Rural Dean of Amorshom, by the 
Bishop of Oxford, the same year; 
Vicar of Aylesbury and Arch¬ 
deacon of Buckingham in 1853; 
Select Preacher before the Univer¬ 
sity of Cambridge in 1861, 186fc, 
1873, and 1878 j and Deputy Pro¬ 
locutor of the Convocation of Can¬ 
terbury in 18G1-2. He was elected 
Prolocutor of the Convocation of 
Canterbury upon the resignation of 
the Dean of Bristol, and admitted 
to the degree of D.D., propfer 
merita , by a Grace of the Senate of 
the University of Cambridge in 
1864; again elected Prolocutor at 
the opening of the new Convocation 
in 1866, and First Honorary Canon 
of Christ Church, Oxford. He wft3 
for the third time elected Prolo¬ 
cutor in Dec. 1868; and again for 
the fourth time in 1874. He was 
Select Preacher before the Univer¬ 
sity of Oxford in 1875. In Fob. 
1875, he was nominated by the 
Crown to the Deanery of Lichfield, 
which had become vacant by the 
death of the Very Rev, William 
Weldon Champneys, Ho has pub¬ 
lished " Questions illustrating the 
Thirty-nine Articles,” Cateche¬ 
tical Exercises on the Apostles’ 
Creed," Prayers for the Present 
Times," Charges delivered at his 
Visitations in 1855, 1866, 1868, 
1859, 1861, 1862, 1861, 1805, 1867, 
1868, and 1870 j fr The Reform of 
Convocation," 1877 ; “ The Mercian 
Church and St. Chad,"—an Ad¬ 
dress delivered in Lichfield Cathe¬ 
dral on March 2, 1880 j fr Marriage 


with a Deceased Wife’s Sister," 
Oct. 1881, besides some tracts and 
numerous sermons. He also brought 
out a new odition of Evan’s 

Bishopric of Souls," 1877. Dean 
Bickersteth was a member of the 
company appointed by Convocation 
to revise the Hew Testament ; and 
he is the writer of an Exposition of 
St. Mark’s Gospel for the " Pulpit 
Commentary," which is now in its 
Gth edition. Dean Bickersteth is 
Chairman of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee of the Central Council of 
Diocesan Conferences. 

BICKERSTETH, The Right Rev. 
Edward Henry, D.D., Bishop of 
Exeter, born at Islington, Jan. 25, 
1825, son of the late Rev. Edward 
Bickersteth, Rector of Watton, was 
educated at Watton and Trinity 
College, Cambridge. He was Chan¬ 
cellors English Medallist in 1844, 
1845, and 1816 j proceeded B.A. 
(Sen. Opt.) in 1847, Classical Tri¬ 
pos, 3rd Class; took the degree of 
M.A. in 1850 ; and gained the Sea- 
tonion Prize in 1854. Mr. Bicker¬ 
steth became Curate of Banning- 
ham, Norfolk, in 1S48; Curate of 
Christ Church, Tunbridge Wells, 
in 1852 j Rector of Hinton Martcll, 
Dorset, in the same year; Vicar of 
Christ Church, Hampstead, in 1855; 
Chaplain to the Bishop of Ripon in 
1861; and Rural Dean of Highgate 
in 1878. On the translation of Dr. 
Temple to the see of London, Dr. 
Bickersteth was appointed Bishop 
of Exeter, and was consecrated in 
1885. He is author of the fol¬ 
lowing booksPoems," 1848; 
"Water from tho Well-Spring," 
1853; fr The Rock of Ages; or. 
Scripture Testimony to the One 
Eternal Godhead of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit," 
1858; "Practical and Explanatory 
Commentary on the New Testa¬ 
ment," 1864; " Yesterday, To-day, 
and for Evar: a Poem in 12 books," 
I860; " The Spirit of Life; or. Scrip- 
time Testimony to the Divine Per¬ 
son and Work of the Holy Ghost," 
18G8 ; (t The Hymnal Companion to 
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tlio Boole of Common Prayer" 1870; 
" The Two Brotheis, and other 
Poems/' 1871 $ ,f Tlio Master's 
Home-Call/' 1872; "The Beef and 
other Parables/' 1873 ; "The Sha¬ 
dowed Home and the Light Be¬ 
yond/' 1874 j and, "The Lord's 
Table/' 1882. The " Hymnal 
Companion/ 1 of which a rovised 
and enlarged edition, with tunes, 
appeared in 1870, is now in 
rise in more than two thousand 
churches in England and the 
colonies. 

BICKMORE, Albert Smith, born 
at St. George's, Maine, March 1, 
1839. He graduated at Dart¬ 
mouth College in 1SG0, and im¬ 
mediately began to study natural 
history under Agassiz, who, in 
the following year, placed him 
in charge of the department of 
Mollusca in his Museum of Com¬ 
parative Zoology at Cambridge. 
He had, very early in his scientific 
career, determined to establish at 
Noav York a Museum of Natural 
History. Partly to make collec¬ 
tions for tills, and partly to supply 
some deficiencies iu the Museum of 
Comparative Zoology, lie sailed in 
1805 for the East Indies. He spent 
one year making collections of 
shellB and small animals in the East 
Indian Archipelago; then traversed 
a large portion of China, visited 
and explored Japan, crossed Sibe¬ 
ria, visiting its mines. Central and 
Northern Russia, and other Euro¬ 
pean countries, and returned to 
New York in about three years 
from the date of his departure. In 
1809 he published in London and 
New York a volume of his " Travels 
in the East Indian Archipelago," 
and a German edition at Jena. In 
1870 ho was elected Professor of 
Natural History in Madison Uni¬ 
versity, Hamilton, Now York. H c 
has been a frequent contributor to 
the American Journal of Science, 
and the Journal of the Royal 
Geographical Society; and is now 
Superintendent of the Museum of 
Natural History, New York, which 


was inaugurated at tho close of 
1877. 

BIDDULPH, Lieut.-Gen. Sir 
Michael Anthony Shrapnel, K.C.B., 
is the second son of the late Rev. 
Thomas Shrapnel Biddulph, of 
Amrotli Castle, Pembrokeshire, 
sometime Prebendary of Breck¬ 
nock, by Charlotte, daughter of 
the Rev. James Stillingfleet, Pre¬ 
bendary of "Worcester, and was 
born in 1825. Ho was educated at 
"Woolwich, and entered the Royal 
Artillery in 1813 as a second lieu¬ 
tenant. He was promoted to first 
lieutenant in tho following year j 
became captain in 1850, brevet 
major in 1854, brevet lieutenant- 
colonel in 1856, colonel in 1874, 
major-general in 1877, and lieu¬ 
tenant-general in 1881. General 
Biddulph served throughout the 
Eastern campaign of 1854-55, in¬ 
cluding the battles of Alma, Bala¬ 
clava, and Inkerman, and the siege 
and fall of Sebastopol. He was 
Deputy Adjutant-General of Artil¬ 
lery in India from 1868 to 1871 $ 
and in 1870 he was appointed 
Brigadier-General in command of 
the Rokilkund district j ho also 
commanded the Quettah field force 
in Afghanistan in 1878-9. He was 
nominated a Companion of the 
Order of the Bath (military divi¬ 
sion) in 1873, and promoted to a 
Knight Commander ship of that 
Order in 1879, In 1881 he was 
appointed to the divisional stall of 
the army in Bengal. Sir Michael 
Biddulx>h married, in 1857, Katha¬ 
rine, daughter of Captain Stamati, 
Commandant of Balaclava. 

BIDDULPH, Bir Robert, K.C.M.G., 
is son of tho late Mr. Robert Bid¬ 
dulph, of Ledbury, Herefordshire 
by Elizabeth, daughter of Mr. 
George Palmer, M.P., of Nazing 
Park, Essex. He was born in 
London, August 2G, 1835, and edu¬ 
cated at the Royal Military Aca¬ 
demy, Woolwich. Ho was appointed 
second lieutenant in the Royal 
Artillery in 1853 j captain in 1860 j 
major in the army in 1861 j lieu- 
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tenant-colonel in 18G1; colonel in 
1872 j brigadier-general in 1879; 
and. major-general in Cyprus in 
July, 1879. He was Deputy Assist¬ 
ant-Adj utant-G oneral in India from 
1858 to I860 s Military Secretary 
in China in 18G0-G1; Military 
Secretary in Madras from 18G1 to 
18G5; and Deputy Assistant-Quar- 
torinaster-Gencral at Woolwich 
from 18GS to 1871. He was ono oi 
the assistant Boundary Commis¬ 
sioners under the Reform Act of 
18G7, and acted as private secre¬ 
tary to Mr. Cardwell when that 
statesman was Secretary for War, 
in 1871-73. From 1873 to 1878 he 
was Assistant Adjutant-General at 
headquarters j in March, 1879, ho 
was nominated Her Majesty's Com¬ 
missioner for arranging the pay¬ 
ment due to the Turkish Govern¬ 
ment under the Convention con¬ 
cluded in the previous year *, and 
in May, 1379, he was appointed 
High Commissioner and Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the island of Cy¬ 
prus, on the transfer of Sir Garnot 
Wolseley to Natal, and still holds 
thiB post. Under liis administra¬ 
tion tho state of the island lias 
very greatly improved 3 and to him 
is due much of the credit for the 
successful " locust war” urged 
against that deadly insect-plague. 
He was nominated a Companion of 
the Order of the Bath (military 
division) in 1877, and created a 
Knight Commander of the Order 
of SS, Michael and George in 1880. 
He married, in 18G1, Sophia, daugh¬ 
ter of the Rev, A. L. Lambert, 
rector of Chilbolton, Hampshire, 
and widow of Mr. R. Stuart Palmer, 
BIEKSTADT, Albert, was bom 
noar Dilsseldorf, in Germany, Jan. 
7, 1830, His parents emigrated to 
the United States when he was 
two years of age, and settled in 
Now England. He went to Ger¬ 
many in 1853, studied painting in 
the Dueseldorf Academy, spent a 
winter in Rome, made the tour of 
Switzerland and thetAppennines, 
and returned to the United States 


in 1857. In 1859 he accompanied 
General Lander’s expedition to tho 
Rocky Mountains, where he spent 
several months in making sketches. 
He was made an Academician in 
1860, In 18G3 he produced his cele¬ 
brated picture, ff View of the Rocky 
Moimtains, — Lander’s Peak/' 
which at once gave him a high 
reputation. Among his subsequent 
works, the most noticeable have 
been —>“ Sunlight and Shadow," 
" The Storm in the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains,” " Domes of the Yoscmitc,” 
" Laramie Peak,” " Emigrants 
Crossing the Plains," fr Mount 
Hood,” "Mount Whitney,” " Scene 
near Fort Laramie,” " Geysers of 
the Yellowstone,” " Great Trees of 
California,” “ Matterhorn,” and 
Rocky Mountain Sheep.” He tra¬ 
velled in Europe in 18G7, 1878 and 
1883, and in 1873 visited the Pacific 
Coast. In 1871 he was made a 
member of the Academy of Fine 
Arts of St. Petersburg. Ho has 
received medals in Belgium, Ger¬ 
many, Bavaria and Austria, the 
Legion of Honour, and the Russian 
Order of St. Stanislaus. His house 
and studio at Irvington, New York, 
were destroyed by fire in Novem¬ 
ber, 1882 3 but, though his losBwas 
considerable, his more valuable pic¬ 
tures were fortunately at his studio 
in New York City, and so escaped 
destruction. 

BIGELOW, John, bora at Malden, 
New York, Nov. 35, 1817, gradu¬ 
ated at Union College in 1835. He 
was admitted to the bar in 1839, 
and practised at New York for 
about ten years, In 1840 he waa 
connected with the Plehian, and in 
1843—45 was a frequent contribu¬ 
tor lo the Democratic Moview. He 
was State Prison Inspector from 
1846 to 1848, and originated some 
important reforms in the discipline 
of the prisons of New York. In 
1850 he became a partner with 
William C. Bryant, in the owner¬ 
ship and editing of the New York 
Evening Post, and was the manag¬ 
ing editor until 1861, He visited 
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Jamaica,, and on his return pnb- 
lished “Jamaica in 1830." In 183 1 
he sailed again for the West Indies. 
In 1801 he was appointed Amoricon 
Consul at Paris ; in Dec. 1861*, he 
hecamo Charge d J Affaires ; and in 
April, 1863, ho was appointed 
Ministor to the Court of Prance. 
He resigned in December, 1866, 
and after spending some time in 
travel in Europe, retimied to the 
United States in 1808; but in the 
following year he again returned 
to Europe, making Berlin his resi¬ 
dence for several year's. Besides 
several political essays, he has pub¬ 
lished a “Life of John C. Fre¬ 
mont," 185Gj "Lea Etnts-Unis en 
1803," Paris, 1SG3 ; an edition of 
tho " Autobiography of Benjamin 
Franklin from materials collected 
in France," 1868; " Some Recollec¬ 
tions of Antoine Pierre Berry er," 
1869; “ France and Hereditary 
Monarchy," 1871; " Tho Wit and 
Wisdom of the Haytians," 1877; 
"Molinos^the Quietist," 1882; and 
edited the " Writings and Speeches 
of Samuel J. Tilden," 2 vols., 1885. 
Ho had for some years up to 1872 
belonged to the Republican party, 
but in that year he joined with the 
"Liberals" in opposing the re-elec¬ 
tion of President Grant; subse¬ 
quently became affiliated with the 
Democratic party, and in 1875 was 
elected Secretary of State of New 
York, Since 1877 he has taken no 
active part in public lifo, but has 
contributed some papers to the 
periodicals. In 1884 he was offered 
the position of Chamberlain of 
New York City, and in 1885 the 
office of Assistant-Treasurer of the 
United States (at New York), both 
of which he declined. 

BIGGAR, Joseph Gillis, M.P., son 
of Mr. Joseph Biggar, of Trainfiold 
House, Belfast, was bom in 1828, 
and educated at the Belfast Aca¬ 
demy. He is a provision merchant, 
and member of the Belfast Town 
Council, and since 1874 has made 
himself notorious by persistent 
" obstruction" in the House of 


Commons. He sab for County 
Cavan from 1871 to 1885, and after 
tho Redistribution Act was re¬ 
turned for the Western Division, 
being again returned unopposed in 
1886. He is one of Mr. Parnell's 
followers. Besides his parliamen¬ 
tary notoriety, he gained some as 
the defendant in the breach of 
promiso caso of Hyland v. Biggar , 
in which ho was condemned in 
«£400 damages. 

BINNEY, The Right Rov. Hibbert, 
D.D., Bishop of Nova Scotia, son 
of the Rev. Dr. Binney, rector of 
Newbury, Berks, bom in Nova 
Scotia, in 1819, came to England, 
and studied at King's College, Lon¬ 
don, and afterwards at Worcester 
College, Oxford, of which he be¬ 
came scholar and fellow, and where 
he graduated in 1842 in classical 
and mathematical honours. Having 
taken orders, he was consecrated 
fourth Bishop of Nova Scotia in 
1851. This was the first bishopric 
founded by England in her colonial 
I dependencies (1787), and the dio¬ 
cese formerly included Nova Sco¬ 
tia, New Brunswick, Prince Ed¬ 
ward's Island, and some portion of 
Lower Canada. It is now con¬ 
fined, however, to the Province of 
Nova Scotia and tho Island of 
Prince Edward. 

BIRCH, Charles Bell, A.R.A., 
sculptor, is the only surviving son 
of the late Jonathan Biroh, and 
was born at Brixton, in Surrey, 
Sept. 28,1832. At the age of twelve 
he was sent to study at tho Somer¬ 
set House School of Design. In 
1815 the family removed to Berlin 
and Charles became a student of 
the Bei'lin Royal Academy, draw¬ 
ing and modelling from the antique, 
and attending the life, anatomical, 
perspective, and animal classes. 
He also received valuable instruc¬ 
tion, as a pupil, in the studios of 
Professors Rauch and Wichmann. 
He remained at the Berlin Aca¬ 
demy until 1852. Before leaving 
he produced his first work of any 
importance—a bust of the late Earl 
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of Westmoreland, English. Ambas- of the late Maharajah of Bulrain- 
sador at Berlin, subsequently exe- pore. Amongst other works in pro - 
cuted in marble for the King of gross are a colossal figure of Earl 
Prussia.

BIRMINGHAM, Bishop of. See

BISMARCK-SCHCENHAHSEN 
(Prince von) Karl Otto, statesman, 
born at Schcenhausen, April 1, 
1815 j studied at Gbttingen, Borlin, 
and Griefswald; entered the army, 
and was afterwards a lieutenant in 
the Landwehr. He became a mem- 
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bar of tlie Diet of the province of 
Saxony in 1816, and of the General 
Diet, in which he made himself 
remarkable by the boldness of his 
speeches, in 1817. On one occasion 
he argued that all great cities 
should be swept from the face of 
the earth, because they were the 
centres of democracy and constitu¬ 
tionalism. Nor did the events of 
1818 modify his opinions, In 1831 
he entered the diplomatic service, 
and was intrusted with the legation 
at Frankfort. Kegarding Austria 
as the antagonist of Prussia, he 
was sent in 1832 to Vienna, where 
ho proved a constant adversary to 
Count Bechberg. In 1838, a pam¬ 
phlet entitled "La Prusse et la 
Question Italienne " appeared, the 
authorship of which was generally 
attributed to him. In this publi¬ 
cation reference was made to the an¬ 
tagonism existing between Austria 
and Prussia, and a triple alliance 
between France, Pras&ia, and Russia 
whb advocated. In March, 1839, 
M. von Bismarck was sent as am¬ 
bassador to St. Petersburg, which 
post ho held until 18G2, and having 
conciliated the Czar, was decorated 
with the order of Saint Alexander 
Newski. In May, 1862, he was 
appointed Ambassador to PariB, 
where he received the Grand Cross 
of the Legion of Honour from the 
Emperor Napoleon,andhe was made 
Minister of the King's House and of 
Foreign Affairs in Prussia, Sept. 22. 
The budget having been rejected 
by the Deputies, but adopted by 
the Upper Chamber, M. Bismarck, 
in the name of the King, dissolved 
the former after a series of angry 
altercations. The newspapers which 
protested against this despotic act 
were proceeded against with great 
severity, as were numerous public 
officials, magistrates, and others 
who openly expressed views hostile 
to the Government. In Jan., 18G3, 
he protested against an address 
which the Deputies presented to 
the King, in which he was accused 
of having violated the constitution. 


Shortly after, the affairs of Poland 
caused fresh difficulties. The Chani- 
ber of Deputies, by a majority of 
five to one, censured the Ministry 
for having concluded (Feb. 8) a 
secret treaty with Russia. After 
the close of the aggressive war 
waged by Prussia and Austria 
against Denmark, in which Austria 
had very reluctantly taken part, 
Bismarck thought the time had 
arrived, for carrying out his long- 
chcrished project of making Prussia 
the real head of Germany. His 
preparations for another aggressive 
war were completed, and, aided by 
an alliance with Italy, in a campaign 
of a few weeks' duration Austria 
and her allies were defeated. It is 
probable that dread of a still more 
formidable alliance induced M. von 
Bismarck to stop short in his career 
of victory, as the Emperor Napo¬ 
leon, in his speech to the French 
Chambers, declared that he had 
arrested tlie conqueror at the gates 
of Vienna. A preliminary treaty 
of peace with Austria was concluded 
at Nikolsburg, July 2G, I8GG, and 
as Austria consented to retire from 
Germany, the terms of a general 
pacification were arranged. M. von 
Bismarck was created a Count, 
Sept. 16, 1866, on which occasion 
he received from the King of Prus¬ 
sia a valuable estate in Luxembourg. 
He lost no time in turning to aocount 
the victory gained by Prussia over 
Austria, and in advancing his 
favourite scheme for the unification 
of Germany, provinces and king¬ 
doms were at once annexed. The 
free town of Frankfort received a 
Prussian garrison in spite of the in¬ 
dignant protests of the population; 
Hanover was incorporated in the 
Germanic Confederation; and at 
the close of the year 1866 Count 
Bismarck succeeded in concluding 
with Bavaria, Baden, and Wurtem- 
berg treaties of peace and of alli¬ 
ance offensive and defensive, with 
a proviso that in the event of war 
the King of Prussia should have 
the chief military command. In 
i 
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18G7 Count Bismarck organised the 
N orth GevmanConfederution, which 
comprised twenty-two Stales, repre¬ 
senting a population of 20,000,000. 
The King of Prussia was at the 
head of this powerful Confedera¬ 
tion, and a Federal Council com¬ 
posed of delegates of the differ¬ 
ent States was established, to¬ 
gether with a Diet or common Par¬ 
liament, the members of which 
wero elected by universal suffrage. 
The new federal constitution was 
adopted by the Prussian Chambers 
in June, and came into operation 
on the 1st of the following month. 
Count Bismarck receiving as the 
reward of his services the post of 
Chancellor of the Confederation 
and President of the Federal 
Council. The Luxemburg ques¬ 
tion now gave rise to serious 
differences between the Prussian 
•and French Governments, and 
Count Bismarck strenuously op¬ 
posed the projected cession of that 
province by Holland to France, 
Eventually the dispute was settled 
by the Luxomburg territory being 
neutralized, and the fortresses dis¬ 
mantled, Aftor this both Powers 
declared their intention to bo 
pacific, but nevertheless they both 
increased their already bloated 
armaments. Ill-health compelled 
Count Bismarck to retire from pub¬ 
lic life for a short period in 18G8, 
but he returned to Berlin in Octo¬ 
ber of that year, and resumed the 
direction of affairs. On the 1st of 
January he entered on his functions 
as Foreign Minister of the North 
German Confederation. In July, 
1S70, it transpired that General 
Prim had Bent a deputation to 
Prussia to offer the Crown of Spain 
to Prince Leopold of Hohonzollern. 
The French people were greatly- 
agitated at the receipt of this in¬ 
telligence. Some of their leading 
statesmen declared that France 
would never consent to see a Prus¬ 
sian prince seated on the throne 
Of Spain, and explanations were 
demanded from the Berlin cabinet. 


It was alleged by Count Bismarck 
that the King of Prussia gave his 
consent to the acceptance of the 
crown by the prince only as the head 
of the Efohonzollern family, and 
not as an act of tho Government. 
A few days later the withdrawal of 
the prince's candidature was an¬ 
nounced $ but in spite of this 
France declared war against 
Prussia, and the campaign began, 
the latter Power receiving groat 
assistance from the troops sent into 
the field by tho King of Bavaria 
and the Dukes of Baden and Wiir- 
temberg. This is not the place to 
record the complete successes of 
the German armies. Suffice it to 
say, that Count Bismarck accom¬ 
panied tho King throughout tho 
campaign, and that after the 
, capitulation of Paris he dictated 
the terms of peace, which wero 
adopted by tho Assembly then 
sitting at Bordeaux, lie succeeded 
in uniting Germany, and on Jan. 
18, 1871, he had the satisfaction 
of seeing King William of Prussia 
crowned Emperor of Germany in 
the Palace of the French kings, at 
Versailles. In the samo month he 
was appointed by his Imperial 
master Chancellor of the German 
Empire, and in the following March 
raised to the rank of Prince. In 
September of the samo year he was 
present at the memorable meeting 
of the German and Austrian em¬ 
perors at Gastein, Subsequently 
Prince Bismarck greatly offended 
the Koman Catholic party through¬ 
out Germany by promoting the 
legal measures which were directed 
against the freedom of the Church, 
and which resulted in the expulsion 
of the Jesuits, and the incarceration 
of several bishops. In Dec., 1872, 
he resigned the presidency of the 
State Ministry, although he con¬ 
tinued to confer with the Emporor 
on the affairs of tho empire and its 
foreign policy. The Emporor also 
authorised him, in tho event of his 
being unable to appear personally 
at a meeting of the Ministry of 
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State, to give his vote on matters 
concerning the interests of the 
empire through the President of 
the Imperial Chancellery. On this 
occasion Prince Bismarck received 
from the Emperor tlio Order of 
the Black Eagle, set in diamonds: 
In Oct., 1873, he was re-appointed 
as Prussian Premier, On July 13, 
1871, as the Prince was driving in 
the country at Kissingen, he was 
fired at by a young man named 
Kullman, and slightly wounded by 
a shot which grassed liia right wrist. 
The culprit was apprehended, and 
eventually sentenced to fourteen 
years 1 hard labour, with ft further 
ten years 1 loss of civil rights, police 
inspection, and costs. An attempt 
was made to prove that Kullman 
was connected with the clerical 
party, and a statement to that effect 
made by Prince Bismarck himself 
afterwards led to an exciting scene 
in the German Parliament. To¬ 
wards the close of 187 4, at the in¬ 
stigation of Prince Bismarck, Count 
Arnim was imprisoned, and tried 
on the charge of having abstracted 
documents from the archives of the 
German embassy at Pirns. Prince 
Bismarck presided over the Con¬ 
gress of the representatives of tlio 
Great Powers which assembled at 
Berlin to discuss the provisions of 
the Treaty of San Stofano in 
1878. Of late years, his activity 
lias been as great and as unceasing 
us of old. In Prussia, he has made 
peace with the Roman Catholic 
Church, and has done much (by 
laws of National Insurance, &c.) to 
establish a system of State Social¬ 
ism, intended to counterwork the 
schemes of the Social Democrats. 
He has striven to found a German 
Colonial Empire j and if he has 
not as yet succeeded in establish¬ 
ing any prosperous settlements, he 
has done a great deal to spread 
German trade all over the world, 
In foreign policy, his aim has been 
to strengthen the Austro-German , 
Alliance, and to secure the Czar 
against any temptation that Prance 


might offer for the formation of a 
Pranoo-Russian alliance against 
Germany. The recent action of 
Prince Bismarck in the Bulgarian 
affair lias undoubtedly been guided 
by this motive. Books oil Bismarck 
exist without number in Germany: 
those most generally known arc 
the works of Dr. Busch [q.v.1. 
Prince Bismarck 1 s eldest son, Count 
Hcrbort, is now head of the Prus¬ 
sian Foreign Office. 

BJORKSEN, Bjdrnstene, a Nor¬ 
wegian novelist and dramatic poet, 
born at Quikne (Oesterclal),Dec. 8, 
1832, first became known in conse¬ 
quence of some articles and stories 
whichhe contribute d to newspap ers,. 
especially the "Folkeblad,” an illus¬ 
trated journal, in the columns of 
which appeared his " Aanurn " rf Ole 
Stormsen/'aud*'En munter Maud. ” 
The years 1850 and 1857 ho passed 
at Copenhagen, where ho studied 
the works of Baggesen, of (Elen- 
schliiger,and of theprincipalDanish 
writers. Afterwards he published 
in fr Faedrelandet/ 1 his novel of 
u Throne!, 11 which was followed by 
“Arne 11 and * f Synnoevo Solbak- 
ken. 11 He has also produced several 
tragedies and other pieces for the 
stage.

BLACKFORD (Baron), The Right 
Hon. Frederick Rogers, is the 
oldest son of the late Sir Frederick 
Leman Rogers, Baxi;., of Wisdomo, 
by Sophia, daughter of the late 
Lieutenant-Colonel Charles Rus¬ 
sell JDeare, of the Bengal Artillery, 
who was killed in action in 1/01, 
He was bom in London on Jan. 31, 
1811, and educated at Eton and 
Oriel College, Oxford, where he took 
his B.A. degree in 1832, obtaining 
first-class honours in the school of 
Literffi Huinaniores, and also in that 
of mathematics. He had already 
obtained the Craven University 
Scholarship j and be subsequently 
gained a Fellowship at Oriel Col¬ 
lege, to which he added theVinomn 
Scholarship and Fellowship. He 
graduatedM.A. in 1835,andB.C.L. 
in 1838. He was called to the bar 
at the Inner Temple in 1830. In 
1815 he was appointed Registrar of 
Joint-Stock Companies, and in tho 
following year one of the Commis¬ 
sioners of Lands and Emigration. 
In 1857 lie waH nominated Assistant 
Commissioner for the Sale of En¬ 
cumbered Estates in tho West 
Indies j and in May, 1860, Per¬ 
manent Under-Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, a post -which he 
hold until 1871, when he was 
sworn Privy Councillor, in recogni¬ 
tion of liis long and arduous labours 
in the public servico. In Oct., 
1871, he was raised to the peerage 
of the United Kingdom, with the 
title of Baron Blachford, of Wis¬ 
domo, in the County of Devon. 
He was Chairman of the Royal 
Commission appointed in 1881 to 
inquire into the condition of the 
London Hospitals for small-pox 
and fever cases, and into the moans 
of preventing the spread of infec¬ 
tion, , 

BLACK, William, was horn at ! 
GUasgow in 1811, and received his 
edu cationa t vari ous private schools. 


His youthful ambition was to be¬ 
come an artist, and he studied for a 
short time in tlio Government 
School of Ail; in his native city, 
but eventually he drifted into 
journalism, becoming connected 
with the Glasgow Weekly Citizen 
while yet in liis teons. In 1864* he 
came to London, and wrote for 
magazines. He was attached, m 
the following year, to the staff of 
the Morning Star, and was special 
correspondent for that paper during 
the Prusso-Austrian war of I860, 
scenes from which appeared in his 
first novel, ‘ f Love or Marriage/* 
published in 1867. This novel dealt 
too much with awkward social 
problems, and was not successful, 
but the author’s next work of fiction 
was more favourably received. It 
was entitled "In Silk Attix*e/* 1869, 
and a considerable j)ortioii of it was 
devoted to descriptions of peasant 
life in tho Black Forest. 3'lien fol¬ 
lowed r ‘ Kilmeny” and 11 Tho 
Monarch of Mincing Lane/* the 
former dealing mostly with Bohe¬ 
mian artistic life in London. But 
his first real bold of the novel¬ 
reading public was obtained by "A 
Daughter of Heth/* 18/1, which 
went through many editions. Next 
came " Tho Strange Adventures of 
a Phaeton/' 1872, which literally 
described a driving excursion that 
the author made from London to 
Edinburgh with a thread of fiction 
interwoven. It is said that a good 
many Americans, amongst others, 
have adopted this plan of exploring 
the English counties, and have 
taken the "Adventures** as a sort 
of guide-book. In 1873 was pub¬ 
lished " A Princess of Thule/* It 
was followed by " The Maid of Kil- 
leena and other Stories/* 1871,* 

*• Three Feathers/* 1875, tho scene 
of which was laid in Cornwall; 
“ Madcap Violet/* 1876 j " Green 
Pastures and Piccadilly/* 1877 j 
" Maclood of Dare/* 1878; " While 
Wings: a Yachting Romance/* 
1880 j " Sunrise j a story of these 
Times,** 1881 ,* " The Beautiful 
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Wretch/' 1832 ; " Sliaudou Bells,” 
1883 j and " White Heather,” 
1880. For four or five years Mr. 
Black was assistant editor of the 
Daily News, hut he practically 
ceased liis connection with journal¬ 
ism some years ago. 

BLACKBURN (Baron), The Bight 
Hon. Colin Blackburn, second son 
of thelate John Blackburn, Esq., of 
Killeam, co. Stirling by Rebecca, 
daughter of the late Rev. Dr. 
Gillies, was born in 1813, and 
educated at Eton and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he gra¬ 
duated B.A. as a high Wrangler 
in 1835. He was called to the bar 
at the Middle Temple, and for some 
years went the Northern circuit. 
For about eight years he conducted, 
with the late Mr. Ellis, the regular 
recognized Reports in tho Court of 
Queen’s Bench, and the eight or 
ten volumes of "Ellis and Black¬ 
burn ” are of high authority. He 
published an excellent legal work 
" On Sales.” At Liverpool he had 
secured a large amount of business 
in heavy commercial cases, when, 
in 1839, he was made a puisne 
judge of tho Queen's Bench. On 
that occasion lie received the hon¬ 
our of knighthood. In Oct., 187G, 
ho was made a Lord of Appeal under 
the provisions of the Appellate 
Jurisdiction Act (1870), and created 
a peer for life under the title of 
Baron Blackburn. In Aug., 1878, 
he was nominated a member of the 
Royal Commission appointedto con¬ 
sider the provisions of a draft Code 
relating to Indictable Offences. 

BLACKBURN, Henry, son of 
Mr. Charles Blackburn, B.A., of 
Cambridge, was born at Portsea, 
February 15, 1830, and educated 
at King’s College, London; ho 
was appointed private secretary 
to the Right Hon. E. Horsman, 
M.P., in 1853. Ho is a foreign 
correspondent and art critic for 
London papers and magazines. 
Mr. Blackburn visited Spain and 
Algeria in 1853, 1857 and 1864, 
and delivered illustrated lectures 


on theso subjects. He was ap¬ 
pointed editor of London Society in 
1870, but resigned that post in 
18753. He also held an appoint¬ 
ment in the Civil Service Commis¬ 
sion. Mr. Blackburn wrote and 
partly illustrated tho following 
works j "Life in Algeria,” 1804j 
" Travelling in Spain, I860; " The 
Pyrenees ” illustrated by Gustave 
Bore, 1S07 : Artists and Arabs,” 
1808; f * Normandy Picturesque,” 
1809 ; " Art in the Mountains: the 
Story of the Passion-Play in Ba¬ 
varia,” 1870; " Harz Mountains,” 
1873 j and " Breton Folk,” with 
illustrations by R. Caldecott, 1879. 
Mr. Blackburn is the originator of 
the Bystem of Illustrated Catalogues 
to Exhibitions with Facsimiles of 
Skotehes drawn by tlie artists. He 
is editor of the annual Academy 
Notes and Grosvenor Notes, and a 
lecturer on Art. 

BLA0KIE, John Stuart, formerly 
Professor of Greek in the Univer¬ 
sity of Edinburgh, son of a banker 
in Aberdeen, born at Glasgow in 
July, 1809, was educated at Aber¬ 
deen and Edinburgh. Daring two 
years passed in Gottingen and 
Berlin, and at Rome, he devoted 
himself to the study of German, 
Italian, and classical philology. 
In 1831 ho published a metrical 
translation of Goethe's "Faust/* 
with notes and prolegomena (2nd 
edit., 1880), and was called to the 
Scottish bar. He became a frequent 
contributor of articles bearing on 
German literature to Blackwood, 
Tait , and the Foreign Quarterly Re¬ 
view. In 1811 he was appointed to 
the newly-formed chair of Latin 
Literature in Moriechal College, 
Aberdeen. This post he held for 
eleven years, during which time 
he entered warmly into the move¬ 
ment for University Reform in 
Scotland, which resulted in the 
appointment of a Parliamentary 
Commission on that subject in 
1858, by which some important 
changes wore effected in the higher 
branches of education in Scotland. 
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He contributed several philological 
articles to the Classical Museum, 
published in 1850, then edited by 
Hr. L. Schmitz, and a metrical 
translation of iEschyhis, which led 
to his appointment, in 1852, to the 
Greek chair in the University of 
Edinburgh. This was followed by 
on essay on the "Pronunciation 
of Greek, Accent and Quantity,” 
1852 ; a " Discourse on Beauty, 
with an Exposition of the Theory 
of Beauty according to Plato ap¬ 
pended,” 1858 j " Songs and Le¬ 
gends of Ancient Greece/’ 1857 
(2nd edition, 18S0) ; and another 
volume of Poems, English anti 
Latin, 1800. In 1853 ho travelled 
in Greece, and published a lecturo 
warmly recommending the study 
of modern Greek, and articles on 
modern Greece in the Westminster 
and North British Reviews. He is 
the author of various articles in 
the North British Review , an article 
on Plato in the "Edinburgh Es¬ 
says/' and the article " Homer ” 
in the " Encyclopedia Britannica.” 
In addition to his academical work, 
which, since he settled in Edin¬ 
burgh, has been principally con¬ 
nected with Plato and Homer, 
Professor Blackie has been very 
active ub a popular lecturer, and 
made himself somewhat conspicu¬ 
ous as a warm advocate of Scottish 
nationality. He took a great in¬ 
terest in the discussions which 
preceded the passing of the Re¬ 
form Act of 1807, and his name is 
closely connected with the move¬ 
ment which resulted in the aboli¬ 
tion of the Test Act, reexuiring the 
professors of the Scottish Univer¬ 
sities to be members of the Estab¬ 
lished Church, In 18GG he pub¬ 
lished "Homer and the Iliad/' 
containing a translation of the 
Iliad in ballad measure, a third 
volume of Critical Dissertations, 
and a fourth of Notes Philological 
and Archeological j and in 1809 
" Musa Burschicosa,” a volume of 
songs for students and university 
men. In 1870 he put forth a 


volume of " War Songs of the 
Germans/'with historical sketches, 
in which he advocated tlio cause of 
the Germans against Prance with 
great energy and decision, In 1872 
ho published " Lays of the High¬ 
lands and Islands,” Professor 
Blackie also appeared as a lecturer 
in the Royal Institution, London, 
where he combated the views of 
Mr. John Stuart Mill in moral 
philosophy, of Mr. Groto in Ids 
estimate of the Greek sophists, and 
of Professor Max Muller in his al¬ 
legorical interpretation of ancient 
myths. His principal philological 
papers appeared in a collected form 
in 1874, under the title of te Hortc 
Hellenic®; ” and in the same year 
he put forth a little volume of 
practical advice to young men, en¬ 
titled " Self-Culture,” winch had 
a large sale in England, India and 
America. His more recent works 
are " The Wise Men of Greece,” 
1877 5 (c The Natural History of 
Atheism j a defence of Theism 
against modem Atheistic and Ag¬ 
nostic tendencies,” 1877 $ " Lay 
Sermons : a series of discourses on 
important points of Christian doc¬ 
trine and morals,” 1881 j " The 
Language and Literaturo of the 
Highlands of Scotland, with poeti¬ 
cal translations of some of the most 
popular pieces of Gaelic poetry,” 
1875 j " Altavona j or, fact and fic¬ 
tion from my life in tho High¬ 
lands/' 1882. Tho foundation of a 
Celtic choir in the University of 
Edinburgh, for which by four 
years' considerable exertion he 
collected a sum of .£12,000, is 
mainly owing to Professor Blackie. 
He resigned the chair of Greek in 
the University of Edinburgh in 
Aug., 1882. In 1883 he put forth 
his ripe views on the character and 
influence of Goethe, in " Tho Wis¬ 
dom of Goethe” (Edinburgh,Black- 
wood). Thon ho published "Tho 
Scottish Highlanders” and "The 
Land Laws ” (Chapman and Hall, 
1885), dedicated to Mr. Bright: 
being an ecouomico-historical ox- 
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pohition of the doctrines indicated 
in " Altavona; ” also " What His¬ 
tory Teaches,” two lectures on the 
results of history under the aspects 
of State and Church (London, Mac¬ 
millan, 1S80) ,* besides contribu¬ 
tions in prose and verse to various 
magazines, and a large amount of 
public lecturing both in England 
and Scotland. 

BLACKLEY, The Rev. Canon Wil¬ 
liam Lewery, M.A., is the seoond 
son of the late Travers R. Blackley, 
Esq., of Ashtown Lodge, co. 
Dublin, and Bohogh, co. Roscom¬ 
mon. He was born at Dundalk, 
Ireland, Dec. 30,1830, and received 
part of bis early education on 
the Continent. Having entered 
Trinity College, Dublin, in his 
sixteenth year, he obtained bis 
B.A. degree in 1830, and his M.A. 
in 1851, in which year be was 
ordained to the curacy of St. 
Peter's, Southwark; shortly after, 
he became curate of Frensham, 
whero he remained thirteen years, 
and was then promoted by Bishop 
Srannor in 1867 to the rectory of 
North Waltham, Hants ; whence, 
in 1883, he was preferred, by 
Bishop Harold Browne, to the 
vicarage of King's Lomhome, in 
the same county, which ho still 
holds, and to an Honorary Cononry 
in the Cathedral of Winchester. 
In 1857 he published his metrical 
translation* from ilio Swedish, 
of Bishop Tegner’s famous poem, 
"The Frithjof Saga.” This was 
followed by the publication of his 
" Practical German Dictionary," 
which, in its original and abridged 
forms, has passed through many 
editions. In 1867 he published his 
" Critical English Now Testament,” 
and his volume on " Word Gossip ” 
followed in 1869. He also, besides 
frequent contributions to all the 
leading Reviews, wrote for the 
National Society the Teacher's 
Manual, " How to Teach Domestic 
Economy/' 1879; and " The Social 
Economy Reading Book/' 1881; 
and his hook on " Thrift and Inde¬ 


pendence, a Word to Working 
Men ” was published by the 
S.P.C.K. in 1883. In Nov., 1878, 
ho published an article in the 
Nineteenth Century , under the titlo 
of "National Insurance, a cheap, 
practical and popular way of 
preventing Pauperism,” which im¬ 
mediately attracted public at¬ 
tention. A remarkable sermon, 
preached by Canon Blackley in 
Westminster Abbey, inS^pt., 1879, 
on " Our National Improvidence,” 
also attracted much notice. The 
National Providence League was 
formed in 1880, for the purpose of 
educating public opinion on the 
subject of National Insurance; and 
a great number of public meetings 
have been held, in which the pro¬ 
posals have been discussed. Canon 
Blackley’s proposals have reached 
far beyond this country, with the 
result that movements more or less 
upon his lines have been started in 
Prance, Switzerland, Italy, Ger¬ 
many, and New Zealand. 

BLACKMORE, Richard Doddridge, 
son of the Rev. John Blnckmore, 
was born at Longworth, Berkshire, 
in 1823. His maternal grand¬ 
mother was a grand-daughter of 
Dr. Doddridge. He was educated 
at Tiverton School, and Exeter Col¬ 
lege, Oxford, where he obtained a 
scholarship and graduated B.A. in 
1817, taking a second class in clas¬ 
sics, He was oalled to the bar at 
the Middle Temple in 1852, and 
afterwards practised as a convey¬ 
ancer. He is the author of " Eric 
and Karine/' "Epullia,” "The 
Bugle of the Black Sea/' and the 
following novels :—" Clara Vau¬ 
ghan,” 1864 j " Cradoek Nowel: a 
Tale of lie New Forest,” 1806; 
" Loma Doone: a Romance of Ex¬ 
moor,” 1869; " The Maid of 

Sker,” 1872; "Alice Lorraine: a 
Tale of the South Downs,” 1875; 
" Cripps the Carrier: a Woodland 
Tale,” 1876; " Erhna; or. My 
Father's Sin/' 1877; " Mary AneT- 
ley/’ 1880; " Christowell : a Dart¬ 
moor tale,” 1882; and "Tommy 
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Upmore/" 1884. Mr. Blackmore 
has also published “ The Fate of 
Franklin, a poem, 1860 j ” The 
Farm and Fruit of Old/ 1 a transla¬ 
tion of the first and seuond 
Georgies of Virgil, 1862 j and a 
translation of “ The Georgies of 
Virgil/" 1871. 

BLACKWELL, Elizabeth, was 
bom in Bristol, Feb. 3, 1821. Her 
father, in 1832, removed to the 
United States, where he died in 
1838, leaving his widow and nine 
children almost penniless. Miss 
Blackwell aided in their support 
by teaching, at the same time 
studying medicine at Charleston, 
South Carolina, and at Philadel¬ 
phia. She applied for admission 
to a number of medical schools, 
but was refused by all, except 
those of Castleton, Vermont, and 
Geneva, How York, and at the 
latter she was matriculated in 
1817, and in 1819 received the first 
medical degree conferred upon a 
woman in the United States. After 
her graduation she spent a year 
and a half in tho Maternite Hos¬ 
pital of Paris, and that of Sb. Bar¬ 
tholomew in London, and in 1851 
established herself as a physician, 
mainly in the treatment of women 
and children, at New York, where, 
in 1857, she founded the Infirmary 
for' Women and Children, of which 
she is still consulting physician. 
She has published w The Laws of 
Life/' 1852 j “ Counsel to Parents 
on the Moral Education of their 
Children/" 1879 j and other profes¬ 
sional works. In 1859 she again 
visited England, and delivered a 
course of medical lectures. 

BLADES, William, born at Clap- 
ham, Surrey, in 1824, was educated 
at Clapham Grammar School, under 
the Bev. C. Pritchard, F.K.S., Sa- 
vilian Professor at Oxford, and 
succeeded his father as a printer 
in London. He has edited “The 
Gouvemayle of Helthe/" and other 
early-printed books; has contri¬ 
buted numerous articles to the 
current literature of the day upon 


the History of Printing and Paleeo- 
typography ; but iB best known by 
his works “ The Life of William 
Caxton/" 2 vols., 1803, rf The Ene¬ 
mies of Books/" 1881, and “Nu- 
mismata Typographica/" 1883, 
which has been translated into 
G ornian and French. In tho biblio¬ 
graphy of Caxton Mr. Blades lias 
for the first time placed the Btudy 
of early printing in England upon 
a sure basis. 

BLAIKIE, William Garden, D.D., 
son of an eminent lawyer, who 
afterwards rose to be Lord Provost 
of Aberdeen, was bom at Aberdeen 
in 1820, and educated at the Gram¬ 
mar School and University of his 
native town. As soon as he was 
qualified he received an appoint¬ 
ment to the parish of Dmmblade, 
but on tho Disruption of 18 J 3 he 
and his congregation joined the 
Free Church of Scotland. After a 
short ministry in the country he 
was invited to go to Edinburgh, 
and there, in company with other 
young men of zeal, founded a 
Mission Church. Mr. Bhukio had 
no taste for controversy, and 
shrank from the narrowness of 
spirit which at one time threatened 
to become a characteristic of the 
Free Church; but though ho 
never aspired to bo an ecclesiastical 
leader, he always took his fair 
share in the public work of his 
church, and endeavoured to pre¬ 
serve in it a liberal spirit and 
policy.

BLIND, Karl, was born at Mann¬ 
heim, Sept. 4, 182G. He studied 
jurisprudence at Heidelberg and 
Bonn, and was for several years 
notorious as a leader of revolution¬ 
ary movements among students 
and populace. During the Frank¬ 
fort “Vor- Parliament,” as a 
speaker at mass-meetings, he in¬ 
sisted on the abolition of the 
princely Diet and the election of 
a Provisional Executive. He was 
wounded during street-riots at 
Frankfort, and proscribed after his 
participation in the rising led by 
Hecker, From Alsace, where he 
stood at the head of the Strasburg 
Committee, he agitated for a new 
levy. Falsely accused of being im¬ 
plicated in the Pails Insurrection 
of June, he was imprisoned at Stras- 
burg, and transported in chains to 
Switzerland, the mayor of St, Louis 
generously preventing his surren¬ 
der to the Baden authorities, which 
had been planned by tho French 
police. During tho first Schleswig- 
Holstein war he, with Gustav von 
Struve, led, in September, 1848, the 


second Republican Revolution in 
the Black Forest. At tho storm¬ 
ing of Slaufen lie fought on the 
barricade, being among tho last 
who left the town. Ho was made 
a prisoner through the treachery 
of borne militiamen, and eourt-mar- 
tiallud. His life, however, was 
saved, and ho was sentenced to 
eight years’ imprisonment. In 
the spring of 1819, when being 
secretly transported to tho fortress 
of Mainz, ho was liberated by tho 
people and tho soldiers breaking 
open tho prison at Bruchsal. Head¬ 
ing the same day a hastily formed 
number of i'reo corps, he first en¬ 
deavoured, with Struve, to tftko 
Rastatt, and then entered tho capi¬ 
tal of Baden. Ho was a firm oppo¬ 
nent of Brentano, the chief of the 
new Government, whom ho accused 
of being in occult connection with 
the ejected dynasty—a fact after¬ 
wards x>roved, when Brentano was 
declared a “ traitor ” by the Con¬ 
stituent Assembly. Being scnL on a 
diplomatic mission, with Frederick 
Scmltz, to Paris, accredited to 
Louis Napoleon, the then Presi¬ 
dent of the Republic, Karl Blind 
was arrested, contrary to the law 
of nations, on a charge of being im¬ 
plicated in Ledru Rollin’s rising, 
and, refusing to yield, ho was 
banished from France. After this 
ho lived in Belgium, with his wife, 
who has made many sacrifices for 
the popular cause, and also under¬ 
gone imprisonment. New perse¬ 
cutions induced him to come with 
his family to England, whonco ho 
has carried on a Democratic and 
National Gorman Propaganda. 
After an amnesty, in 1802, the 
House of Deputies at Stuttgart 
gave him a banquet. Ho was the 
speaker of the London Germans at 
Garibaldi’s entry. He promoted 
the Schleswig-Holstein movement 
in connection with leaders of tho 
Schleswig Diet, whose confidential 
communications ho transmitted to 
the English Foreign Office, and was 
at the head of the London Com*

He was next sent, intrusted 
with special military propositions, 
to England, and was rewarded with 
the Order of the Bed Eagle (fourth 
class, with swords). On the 18th 
of June, 1R53, advanced to the rank 
of Major in the Grand General 
Staff, Blumenthal was, as military 
companion and as General Staff’s 
officer of the 8tli Division, ap¬ 
pointed to take part in the spring 
exercises of that year (1833) in 
Thuringia and at Berlin. His lin¬ 
guistic and departmental know¬ 
ledge lod to his being intrusted 
with further commissions to Eng¬ 
land. In 1859 he was named the 
personal Adjutant of Prince Fre¬ 
deric Charles. On July 1, I860, 
he became Colonel and Commander 
of the 31st, later of the 71st In¬ 
fantry Regiment. Iu 18Gl he ac¬ 
companied General von Bonin to 
the British Court, and became then 
the conductor of the foreign officers 
at the autumn mancauvres on the 
Rhine, and military companion of 
the Crown Prince of Saxony at the 
coronation in KAnigsberg. Colonel 
von Blumenthal had been for some 
time Chief of the Staff of the 
Third Array Corps, when, on Dec. 
15, 1803, he was nominated the 
Chief of the General Staff of the 
combined Mobile Army Corps 
against Denmark, and now had the 
first opportunity of discovering his 
splendid abilities. The part which 
he took in this war, especially at 
Missunde, in the storming of the 
trenches at DUppel, and the passage 
on to the island of Alsen, was so 
extremely important, that on June 
25, 186i, he was promoted to he 
Major-General, and received the 
Order potu* le Murite, After the 
peace. General von Blumenthal 
commandod first the 7th and next 


the 30th Infantry Brigade. In 
the Austrian war of 18(3(5 he was 
Chief of the General Staff of 
the Second Army of the Crown 
Prince, and for his distinguished 
services received the Oak-loaf of 
the Order pour le Nwite (one of the 
rarest distinctions in the army) and 
tho Star of Knight Commander of 
tho Order of the House of Hohen- 
zollern. On Oct. 30, 18GG, he was 
designated Commander of the 11th 
Division in Ditsseldorf, and accom¬ 
panied the Crown Prince in the 
autumn of 18GG to St. Petersburg. 
When, on the outbreak of the war 
with France, the Crown Prince was 
intrusted with the supreme com¬ 
mand of the Third Army, General 
von Blumenthal was requested to 
accept the important post of Chief 
of the General Staff; and his Impe¬ 
rial Highness, when presented by 
the Emperor of Germany with the 
Iron Cross, declared that the same 
distinction was equally due to 
General von Blumenthal. In 1871 
ho was sent to England to represent 
the German Empire at tho autumn 
manoeuvres at Oobliam. It is un¬ 
necessary to add moro than that 
Lieutenant-General von Blumen¬ 
thal is recognised as one of the 
most distinguished strategists of 
modern times. 

BLUNT, The Rev. John Henry, 
M.A., D.D., F.S.A., horn in 1823, in

statue of Sir John Burgoyne in 
Waterloo Place; a colossal eques¬ 
trian statue of the Prince of Wales 
for Bombay, 1877 ; a statue of 
Thomas Carlyle j a monument at 
Deene to Lord Cardigan; a monu¬ 
ment at Aldershot Church to Sii 
ifork Scarlett: and a horse group 
in bronze for Eaton. Also a colossal 
equestrian statue of Lord Napier 
of Magdalaj a colossal statue of 
Lord Northbrook, both for Cal¬ 
cutta ; a marble statue of the late 
King Leopold of Belgium, for St. 
George's Chapel at Windsor; and 
a colossal statue of Sir William 
Gregory for Ceylon. lie has also 
executed busts of Mr. Millais, the 
late Lord Lansdowne (now in West¬ 
minster Abbey), Mi*. Whistler, 
Lord Shaftesbury, and Sir Henry 
Cole ; a marble statue of Lord 
John Russell for the Houses of Par¬ 
liament, and he was commissioned 
by the Queen to execute a recum¬ 
bent statue of the late Princess 
Alice and her daughter. Princess 
Maud, for the Royal Mausoleum at 
Frogmore, and a replica of it for 
Darmstadt. After the death of the 
Prince Imperisil ho was commis¬ 
sioned to execute a recumbent 
statue of him for Westminster 
Abbey; but public opinion being 
strong against its being placed 
there, it was transferred to St. 
George’s Chapel, Windsor, Mr. 
Boehm was elected a member of 
the Academy of Rome in 1880, and 
a full Academician by the Royal 


Academy here in Jan. 1882. A 
colossal statue in bronze of Lord 
Lawrence, which he executed for 
Waterloo Place, lie lately replaced 
with a new one, not being satisfied 
with the effect of the first; and a 
statue, 12 feet high, of William 
Tyndall (the first translator of the 
Bible into English) lias been exe¬ 
cuted for the Thames Embank¬ 
ment, where also his statue of 
Thomas Carlyle is placed. Mr. 
Boehm has also executed a colossal 
statue of Sir Francis Drake for 
Tavistock. The Government gave 
him tho order to execute the statue 
of Lord Beaeonsfield for Westmin¬ 
ster A bbey, and he has also done 
a marble statue of Lord Stratford 
do Redclitfe and the late Dean 
Stanley, both for Westminster 
Abbey. A recumbent effigy of 
Dean Dimcomhe for York was exe¬ 
cuted by Mr. Boehm from one of 
Mr. Street’s last designs j also one 
of the late Duchess of Westminster. 
Mr. Boehm has made busts of Mr. 
Gladstone, Mr. John Bright, Mr. 
Ruskin, Sir William Paget, Pro¬ 
fessor Huxley, Lord Wolseley, and 
Sir Henry A eland, from life, and 
also a medallion of the Queen, 
which will serve as a model for tho 
new coinage. He was nominated 
in 1881 Sculptor in Ordinary to 
the Queen, and he lias delivered 
lectures on sculpture in the Royal 
Academy. In Aug. 1882, the gold 
medal given by Austria-Hungary 
at the Vienna Art Exhibition was 
awarded to Mr, Boehm. He has 
received sittings from tho Queen 
for a new bust which was by desire 
of the Crown Princess given by the 
Queen as the Silver Wedding pre¬ 
sent in 1883; and lias been com¬ 
missioned by the Government to 
execute an equestrian statue of tho 
Duke of Wellington for Hyde Park 
Corner, to replace the one by 
Wyatt which was transferred to 
Aldershot; and he is at present 
engaged on a colossal statue of tho 
Queen for Sydney (Australia), and 
a recumbent statue of General 
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Gordon, which his brother, Sir 
Henry Gordon, is having done for 
St. Paul's Cathedral. He has also 
executed marble busts of General 
Gordon and Archbishop Tait for 
the Queen, and a recumbent eiligy 
of Archbishop Tait for Canterbury 
Cathedral. In addition to those 
he executed a marble statue of Sir 
Ashley Eden for Calcutta, a re¬ 
cumbent statue of the late Dean 
of Windsor for St. George's Chapel, 
and received a command from the 
Queen to do the effigy of H.R.H. 
the late Duke of Albany in High¬ 
land Costume for the Albert Chapel 
at Windsor, and busts for the 
Mausoleum and Balmoral Castle j 
and also did a statue of Lord 
Somers for Eastnor Castle, and one 
of Darwin for the new Natural 
History Museum at South Ken¬ 
sington, and a Medallion of Darwin 
for Westminster Abbey. Mr. 
Boehm has not abandoned his ani¬ 
mal studies, having lately executed 
in bronze a portrait of the Duke 
of Portland's celebrated racehorse 
St. Simon, the horse Cremome 
for Mr. Savile, a life-size statue of 
King Tom for Mentmore, a colossal 
lion and lioness for Lord Leicester 
at Holkham, besides many cele¬ 
brated horses for Lord Rosebery 
and the late Baron Rothschild j and 
a sea-lion in black marble which 
acts as a fountain in Sir John 
Millais' house, He is at present en¬ 
gaged upon a life-size bull with his 
leader, in marble, which was exhi¬ 
bited last year at the Royal Aca¬ 
demy, and a large equestrian bronze 
group of St. George and the Dra¬ 
gon. A memorial to General Sir 
Herbert Stewart for St. Paul's has 
also lately been begun, and will be 
placed, when finished, near to the 
recumbent figure of General Gor¬ 
don. 

BOI00IER, Marie Louis Gaston, 
born 15 August, 1823, at Nfmes, 
was educated at the Lyctfe of that 
town, and at the College Louis-lo- 
Grand, Paris. In 1816 he became 
Professor of Rhutoric at Angou- , 


leme, and ten years later was 
called to Paris as supplementary 
professor at the Lycee Charle¬ 
magne. In 1BG1 he proceeded to 
the College de Prance, as Professor 
of Latin Oratory. On June 8,1876, 
he was elected a Member of the 
French Academy. M. Boissier has 
mutton "Lo Poetu Afctius," 1856;

BOXER, George Henry, was bom 
in Philadelphia in 1821. lie gradu¬ 
ated at Princeton College in 1812, 
and studied law, but never jjrac- 
tised. His principal works are the 
tragedies " Calaynos,” “ Anne 
Boleyn,” "Leonor de Guzman,” 

! and "Francesca da Rimini/' He 
has also published “"Lessons of 
Life, and other Poems” (1817); 
two volumes of "Plays and Poems ” 
(183G) ; a collection of " Poems of 
the War” (1861); "Kunigsmark 
and other Poems” (1869) j and 
"Book of the Dead” (1882). In 
1871 he was appointed Minister to 
Constantinople, but returned to 
Americain 1879, and is now residing 
at Philadelphia. 

BOND, Edward Augustus, C.B„ 
LL.D., F.S.A, j son of the Rev. Dr. 
Bond, of Hanwell, Middlesex, was 
born Dec. 31, 1815, He was edu¬ 
cated in his father's house, and at 
Merchant Taylors' School, London. 
In 1832 ho received an appointment 
under the Commissioners of Public 
Records. In 1838 he entered the 
British Museum as an assistant in 
the Department of Manuscripts. 
He was appointed Librarian of the 
Egerton MSS. in 1852, Assistant- 
Keeper of the MSS. in 1834, and 
Keeper of tho Department in 1860. 
In Aug. 1878, he was appointed 
Principal Librarian of the British 
Museiun, in succession to Mr. 
Winter J ones, resigned. As Keeper 
of the MSS,, Mr. Bond designed 
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and, with the help of his staff, 
completed, in 1870, a Class-Cata¬ 
logue of the several collections of 
manuscripts in theBritish Museum, 
and subsequently he imblished a 
Catalogue of all the Manuscripts, 
Papyri, and Charters acquired 
during the years 1851-1875, ni two 
8vo volumes ; also a series of Fac¬ 
similes of Anglo-Saxon and other 
Ancient Charters in the Museum, 
with exact Readings, in four parts. 
He has conti’ibuted papers to the 
Archceologia of the Society of 
Antiquaries, including an "Ac¬ 
count of Money-lending Transac¬ 
tions of Italian Merchants in Eng¬ 
land, in the thirteenth and four¬ 
teenth Centuries,” 1839. He passed 
through the press, for the Oxford 
Commissioners, the n Statutes of 
the University,” in 3 vols. Svo, 
1833; edited for the Halduyt So¬ 
ciety, in 1856, Dr. Giles Fletcher’s 
"Rus&c Common Wealth,” and Sir 
Jerome Horsey’s ,r Travels in Rus¬ 
sia j ” edited for Government "The 
Speeches in the Trial of Warren 
Hastings,” -J vols. 8vo, 1S39-18G1; 
and for the Rolls Series of Chro¬ 
nicles, the " Chronicon Abbatieo de 
Mels A,” in 3 vols. In 1870, con¬ 
jointly with his colleague, Mr. E. 
M. Thompson, he founded the 
Palsoographical Society, of which 
he is President, and, in collabora¬ 
tion with that gentleman ho has 
edited the series of " Facsimiles of 
Ancient Manuscripts and Inscrip¬ 
tions,” produced by the Society. 
The University of Cambridge con¬ 
ferred on Mr. Bond the honorary 
degree of LL.D. in 1879. He was 
made a Companion of the Bath in 
the year 1885. 

BOND, The Right Rev, William 
Bennett, M.A., LL.D., Bishop of 
Montreal, was born at Truro, in 
1815. Ho received his education in 
various public and private schools 
in Cornwall and in London, and 
at an early age emigrated to New¬ 
foundland, where he studied for the 
ministry, and at Montreal, to which 
ho had meantime repaired, was in 


1811 ordained a priest. For several 
years, under the direction of the 
late Bishop Mountain, of Quebec, 
he organised many mission stations 
in the Eastern Townships of the 
French Province, and finally took 
charge of the parish of St. George’s, 
Montreal. He maintained his con¬ 
nection with this parish for the 
long period of thirty years, suc¬ 
cessively becoming archdeacon of 
Hochelaga and Dean of Montreal. 
On the resignation of Bishop Oxen- 
den, ho was in 1879 elected by the 
synod of the diocese to the bishopric 
of Montreal. Bishop Bond is Presi¬ 
dent of the Theological College of 
the Diocese of Montreal, and is an 
LL.D. of the University of McGill 
College. 

B 0 N 0 H X, Ruggiero, Italian 
writer and statesman, was born at 
Naples March 20, 1828. At the 
age of eighteen he published a 
translation of Plotinus, which was 
followed in 1810 by a translation, 
with critical notes, of Plato’s 
"Phillbe.” At the beginning of 
the revolutionary movement of 1818 
he established a journal in Florence, 
II National?,, and took an active 
part in the events up to 1819, for 
which he was exiled from the king¬ 
dom of Naples. He then formed a 
close friendship with Manzoni and 
Rosmini, and again took up his 
philosophic studies. In 1857 ap¬ 
peared an important translation 
of Aristotle's Metaphysics, and in 
1858 a new edition of the works of 
Plato. In 1859 he was made 
Professor of Philosophy at the new 
Academy at Milan, and the follow¬ 
ing year entered the Italian Par¬ 
liament. In 1868 he started at 
Turin a journal. La Stampaj in the 
cause of moderate democracy, and 
in 1864 was appointed Professor of 
Groek Literature in the University 
of that city, The next year he 
went to Florence as Professor of 
Latin, and became a member of 
the Suporior Council for Teaching, 
Subsequently ho returned to his 
Chair at the Academy at Milan, 
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find there edited La Perseveranza. 
From Milan he went to tho Uni¬ 
versity at Home as Professor of 
Ancient History, and thence to 
Naples in 1872 to assume direc¬ 
tion of tho Unit* Nazionale. The 
3rd October, 1871, Signor Bonglii 
was appointed Minister of Public 
Instruction in the Minghetti 
Cabinet. He lias done much to 
promote education in Italy, and 
has written much and admirably 
on the questions of Church and 
State. Besides the works already 
mentioned he is the author of 
“ Lctteve critiche sul percho la 
letteratura italiana no h popolare 
in Italia,” 1873, 3rd edit.; "Storm 
delhi finanza italiana,” 1804-1808 j 
"La Vita e i Tempi di Valentino 
Basini,” 1809 ; « Frati,Papi e E&,” 
1873,- "Leone XIII. e 1’ItoUa,” 
1878 j " II Congresso di Berlino c 
la crisi d’Oriento/’ 1878 ; "Fran¬ 
cesco d'Assisi,” 1884. 

BONHEUR, Mademoiselle Rosalie, 
called Rosa, an artist unrivalled 
amongst her own sex for tlie 
minute and spirited delineation of 
the various forms of animal life, 
was born at Bordeaux, March 22, 
1822. The daughter of a French 
artist of some distinction, she pro¬ 
fited by the instructions of her 
father, who was her Bole adviser 
in the mechanism of painting. As 
the avocations of her family com¬ 
pelled them to reside in Paris, the 
indulgence of her own particular 
tastes in the choice of subjects for 
study was somewhat difficult of 
attainment, and she derived her 
early instruction from a study of 
such animal life as could be seen 
by her in the streets and abattoirs 
of Paris. In 1811 she entered upon 
her career by exhibiting two pic¬ 
tures, " Chcvros et Moutons ” and 
"Les Deux Lapins,” which estab¬ 
lished her reputation. These were 
followed by a succession of highly 
finished compositions, amongst 
whioh may be cited the celebrated 
" Labourage Nivcrnais,” whioh was 
completed in 1849, and has been 


addod to tho collection in the 
Luxembourg. She attends the 
horse-markets both in Franco and 
abroad, adopting the masculine 
garb, which is not ill-suited to the 
decided character of her face, and 
enables her to inspect and to pur¬ 
chase her subject with less inter¬ 
ruption and remark. She lias fit fced 
up an antechamber divided only by 
a partition from her studio, as a 
stable for tho convenience of the 
various animals domesticated there¬ 
in, and has established a small fold 
in its immediate vicinity for the 
accommodation of sheep and goats. 
It is owing, in a measure, to this 
conscientious examination of the 
developments of animal life that 
she has produced Buch masterpieces 
of representation as the " Horse 
Fair,” a picture which formed the 
chief attraction at the French Ex¬ 
hibition of pictures in London 
during the season of 1835, and 
which almost monopolized for a 
time the attention of artists and 
connoisseurs. In 1855 she sent to 
the Universal Exhibition in Faria 
a now landscape of large dimen¬ 
sions, " The Haymaking Season in 
Auvergno.” Eosa Bonkeur has 
evinced in her works a wonderf ill 
power of representing spirited ac¬ 
tion, which distinguishes her from 
other eminent animal painters of 
the day, and which endows her 
pictures as compositions with ex¬ 
traordinary interest. Soveral of 
this lady's productions have been 
engraved for the English public. 
Since 1849 she has directed the 
gratuitous Sokool of Design for 
Young Girls of Paris. She ob¬ 
tained a first-class medal in 1848, 
and another in 1855. She was 
decorated with the Legion of 
Honour, June 10,18G5, and in 1863 
she was appointed a member of the 
Institute or Antwerp. During the 
siege of Paris in 1870-71, her 
studio and residence in Fontaine¬ 
bleau were spared and respected by 
special order of the Crown Prince 
of Prussia. Two important pic* 
K 
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tures by tbia artist, " A Foraging* 
Party/* and "On the Alert/* were 
exhibited at the Antwerp Academy 
in 18 70, and in London in 1881. 
" The Lion at Home/* exhibited in 
London, 1832, was a result of the 
painter’s study of a fine couple of 
Nubian lions which were presented 
to her by a friend. In Jan. 1880, 
the King of the Belgians conferred 
the Leopold Cross on Mdlle. Rosa 
Bonheur, who was the first lady to 
receive this distinction; and in the 
following month she received from 
the King of Spain the Commander’s 
Cross of the royal Order of Isabella 
the Catholic, this being the first 
instance of such a distinction being 
conferred upon a woman in Spain. 

BONNAT, Joseph Florentin Leon, 
a French painter, born at Bayonne 
Juno 20, 1833, was a pupil of 
Madrazo and L6on Cogniet, and in 
1857 obtained the second prize at 
Kome for his "Resurrection cle 
Lazare.” Since that time he has 
heen a constant exhibitor at the 
annual Salons. Among his works 
may be mentioned “ Le bon Sama- 
ritain/* 1859j "Adam et Eve 
trouvant Abel mort/* 1S61 j " Pe- 
lcrins dans Tuglise Saint Pierre do 
Rome/* 186*1 j “ Ribera dessinant 
ii la porte de l*Ara Ccoli & Rome/* 
18G7. After a tour in the East he 
produced the "Assumption/* 18G9; 
"Femme fellah et son enfant/* 
1870; " Femmes d'TJstaritz/* 1872, 
and many others which have 
heen rondered popular through 
engravings. M. Bonnat obtained 
two medals of the second class in 
1861 and 1807, and the Medal of 
Honour in 18G9. In ISG7 he was 
decorated with the Legion of 
Honour. For many years ho has 
confined himself to portraiture, 
and his hest portraits, such as 
those of Thiers and Victor Hugo, 
have gained for him great and 
wide celebrity. 

BONNEY, The Rev, Thomas 
George, D.Sc. (Cantab.), LL.D. 
(Montreal), F.R.S., F.S.A., F.G.S., 
Ac., son of the late Rev. T. Bonney, 


M.A., was bom July 27, 1833, at 
Rugeley, and educated at Upping¬ 
ham School and St. John’s CoUogo, 
Cambridge, where ho graduated as 
12 th Wrangler and lGbhin second- 
class classics in 1S5G. He was 
elected to a Fellowship, which he 
still holds, in 1859. From 185G to 
18G1 he was Mathematical Master at 
Westminster School, hut returned 
to Cambridge in the latter year. 
During his residence there he was 
active in securing for Natural 
Science a due place in Academic 
studies and promoting reforms in 
the University. He was appointed 
a tutor of the College in 1868, and 
at once began courses of lec¬ 
tures in Geology. In 1877 he was 
elected Professor of Geology at 
University College, London, and in 
1881, on being appointed Secretary 
of the British Association, finally 
quitted Cambridge to reside at 
Hampstead. The pressure of other 
duties however obliged him to 
resign the latter post in 1885. Ho 
was for six years Secretary of tho 
Geological Society, and afterwards 
President, as well as President of 
tho Minoralogical Society. In 
Geology, Prof. Bonney has chiefly 
devoted himself to Petrological 
and Physical questions, and has 
written numerous papers printed 
in the Quarterly Journal of the 
Geological Society, the Geological 
Magazine , the publications of the 
Royal Society, &c. He is a member 
of the Alpine Club, and has been 
its President, On Alpine subjects, 
ho is tho author of " Outline 
Sketches in the High Alps of 
Dauphine** (1865); “The Alpine 
Regions ** (1868), besides furnishing 
the text to several illustrated works 
on the Alps, Norway, &c. Ho has 
also contributed largely to several 
works of descriptive topography, 
such t as " Picturesque Europe/* 
"Our Own Country/* "English 
Cathedrals/* Ac., and translated 
Pierotti’s "Jerusalem Explored** 
(186-1) j and " Customs of Pales¬ 
tine** (1SG-1). Ordained in 18D7 a 
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Professor Bonney was one of the 
Cambridge Preachers at the Chapel 
Royal, Whitehall, from 1870—8, 
and has been five times a special 
preacher before tho University of 
Cambridge, on the last occasion 
being Hulsoun Lecturer. These 
lectures, " On the Influence of 
Science on Theology,” have been 
published (1885), besides two other 
small volumes and several detached 
sermons. 

BOOTH, Edwin, bom near Bal¬ 
timore, Maryland, November 15, 
1833, is a eon of the actor Junius 
Brutus Booth, and was trained for 
the dramatic profession. Having 
filled many minor parts, he made 
his first regular appearance on the 
stage as Tressel,in “Richard III.,” 
in 1810, and in 1851 performed the 
character of Richard III., in place 
of hiB father, who had been suddenly 
taken ill. After a tour through. 
California, Australia, many of the 
Pacific Islands, and the Sandwich 
Islands, ho re-appeared at N ew Y ork 
in 1857, visited England and the 
Continent in 1801, and returning 
to New York commenced a series of 
Shnkspcrean revivals at the Winter 
Garden Theatre in 1803. After a 
series of successful engagements in 
Boston, Philadelphia, and other 
large cities, he began, in 1808, 
the erection of a new theatre in 
New York, which was opened Feb. 
3,1809 ; but the coat of the building, 
in which Mr. Booth had invested 
all his means, prevented ultimate 
pecuniary success, and the theatre, 
although it still bears his name, 
passed from his hands. For several 
years ho virtually retired from the 
Btage, but near the close of 1877 
he began in New York a series of 
brilliant performances. He rarely 
undertakes any except the leading 
characters of Shakspere: Ham¬ 
let, Othello, Iago, Shy look, and 
Richard III,, Hamlet being his 
most admired personation. In 
1881 he went to England, where 
he remained for two years, meeting 
with marked success, especially in 


"Othello,” where he alternately 
took the parts of Othello and Iago 
with Mr. Irving. In the early part 
of 1883 ho played Shaksperean 
parts at Berlin and Hamburg with 
great applause. 

BOOTH, The Rev. William, 
General of the Salvation Army, was 
born at Nottingham, April 10, 1829, 
and educated at a private school in 
that town. He studied theology 
with the Rev. Win. Cooke, D.D., 
became a minister of the Methodist 
New Connexion in 1850, and was 
appointed mostly to hold special 
evangelistic services, to which he 
felt so strongly drawn that when 
the Conference of 18(31 required 
him to settle in the ordinary circuit 
work, he resigned and began his 
labours as an evangelist amongst 
the churches wherever he had an 
opportunity. Coming in this capa¬ 
city to the East End of London he 
observed that tho vast majority of 
the people attended no place of 
worship, and he started “ The 
Christian Mission” in July, 18G5. 
To this mission, when it had become 
a large organisation, formed upon 
military lines, he gave in 1878 the 
name of "The Salvation Army,” 
under which it soon became widely 
known, and grew rapidly until it 
had in l)ec. 1885, 1,32:4 corps at 
stations established in the United 
Kingdom,Frauce,theUnited States, 
Australia, India, the Cape of Good 
Hope, Canada, and Sweden. 3,07(3 
officers or evangelists are entirely 
employed in and supported by this 
Army under the General’s absolute 
direction, and they hold upwards of 
25,496 services in the open air and 
in theatres, music halls, and other 
buildings every week. The General 
has published several hymn and 
music books, volumes entitled 
"Salvation Soldiery,” "Training 
of Children,” and Letters to 
Soldiers,” describing liis views as 
to religious life and work. " Holy 
Living,” and "Orders and Regula¬ 
tions for the Salvation Army,” 
are some of the smaller publications 
% 2 
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issued "by him for the direction 
of the Army as to teaching and 
services. He also contributed an 
article on w The Salvation Army " 
to the Contemporary Review for Aug. 
1882. Mrs. Booths who has shared 
largely in all the General's efforts, 
has further explained their views 
in " Practical Religion,” " Aggres¬ 
sive Christianity,” " Godliness,” 
"Life and Death,” and "The 
Salvation Army in relation to 
Church and State.'' The General's 
eldest son is his Chief of Staff, 
managing all the business, his 
eldest daughter directs the wort 
in Prance, the third son is at the 
head of the Clapton Institution for 
the training of men officers, the 
second and third daughters at the 
head of that for women, the second 
sou visiting the Army in the 
Colonios, and the younger children 
being all in training for some 
branch of the service. The General 
established T7ie War Cry as a 
weekly gazette of the Army in 1880. 
Ib is now published weekly in 
England, similar papers being pub¬ 
lished at each Colonial and Foreign 
headquarters, so that there are 
now 16 weekly War Cry’s with a 
united circulation of over 550,000, 
En Avant in Paris, Stride Ropct in 
Stockholm, the Jangi Polcar (Mara¬ 
thi) edition in Bombay, and a 
Tamil one in Madras. 

BORTON, General Sir Arthur, 
K.C.B., G.C.M.G., is the youngest 
bon of the late Rev. John Drew 
Borton, rector of Blofield, Norfolk, 
by Louisa, daughter of the Rev, 
Thomas Carthew, of Woodbridgo, 
Suffolk. He was born at Blofield in 
1811, and educated at Eton and at 
the Royal Military College at Sand¬ 
hurst. He entered the army in 
1832, became captain in 1841, and 
served with the 9th Regiment in 
the Afghanistan campaign of 1812 
and the Sutlej campaign of 1845-6. 
He became lieutenant-colonel in 
1858, was promoted to colonel in 
1854, and served in the Crimea in 
command of the above regiment. 


His subsequent promotions were:— 
major - general 1868, lieutenont- 
genoral 1875, colonel of the 1st 
West Indian Regiment 1876, and 
general 1878. Ho was nominated a 
Companion of the Order of the Bath 
(Military Division) in 1851, and 
was promoted to a Knight Com- 
mandership of the same Order in 
1877. From 1878 to 1884 he was 
Governor and Coimnander-in-Chief 
of the island of Malta, and is a 
Knight of the Logion of Honour, 
and the 3rd class of the Medjidio. 
Sir Arthur Borton married, in 
1860,Carolino, daughter of the Rev. 
John Forbes Close, rector of Mome, 
County Down. 

BORTHWICK, Sir Algernon, M.P., 
is descended from an ancient Hun¬ 
garian family, for many centuries 
settled in Scotland, and is the son 
of the late Mr. Peter Borthwick, 
formerly member for Evesham. 
When a young man he went to Paris 
as correspondent to the Morning 
Post , with winch his father was con¬ 
nected, and was present at the 
Coup d’Ptat in December, 1861. 
On the death of liis father in 1863 
he came to London and undertook 
the management of the Morning 
Post , subsequently becoming owner 
of the property. Sir Algernon was 
the chief promoter of the Owl , a 
paper which appeared during the 
parliamentary session of 1864, and 
created a great sensation on account 
of the hold way in which State 
secrets were revealed anddiscussod. 
The authorship was kept a secret 
for many years, and the paper 
itself came to an end in 1870. In 
1880 Mr. Borthwick offered him¬ 
self as a Conservative candidate for 
the borough of Evesham, formerly 
represented by his father j he was 
however defeated by a small 
majority and did not enter Parlia¬ 
ment fill 1885, when ho was re¬ 
turned for South Kensington, Sir 
Algernon married in 1870 Alice 
Beatrice, youngest daughter of the 
late Lady Theresa Lewis, and niece 
of the Earl of Clarendon and of Earl 
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Bussell. At the general election 
of 1880 Sir Algernon was again 
retumed for South Kensington. 

BOSISTO, Joseph, C.M.G., was 
bom March 21 st, 1827., at Hammer¬ 
smith. Becoming a druggist, he 
emigrated to Adelaide, South Aus¬ 
tralia, in 1818, where he remained 
for three years, and established the 
wholesale business of Messrs. 
Paulding and Co. After a short 
attack of the gold fever in 1851, he 
went to Melbourne, and began 
business at Bridge Road,Richmond. 
At that time the latter was little 
more than a small outlying suburb 
of the Victorian capital ; to-day it is 
itself a full-fledged “ city ” of some 
21,000 inhabitants, returning two 
memberB to the Colonial Parlia¬ 
ment. The Richmond business, at 
first almost purely a pharmaceuti- j 
cal one, soon developed, under the 
energetic managementof its guiding 
spirit, into a regular manufacturing 
concern, and upon its founder dis¬ 
covering the remarkable antiseptic 
properties of the eucalyptus trees, 
it developed into a very large 
undertaking. The factory was en¬ 
larged, new stills and other aj>- 
paratus erected, and arrangements 
made for carrying on the distilla¬ 
tion and preparation of eucalyptus 
products upon a large scale. The 
Pharmaceutical Society of Victoria 
was founded by Mr. BosiBto in 
1857, with the aid and cordial co¬ 
operation of a few of tho chief 
pharmaceutists of Victoria, aud 
has proved to have exerted a highly 
beneficial influence in the develop¬ 
ment of pharmaceutical and thera¬ 
peutical knowledge and education 
throughout the Colony, as also 
upon trade interests therein. Mr. 
Bosisto has sat as a Municipal 
Councillor for over 12 years, in the 
course of which time he held the 
office of Mayor for two consecutive 
periods. He was elected Chairman 
of the Richmond Magisterial Bench 
for five years successively, was 
returned to Parliament in 187-1, 
and has always been placed at the 


head of tho poll in the elections 
which have occurred since. On the 
last occasion this happened while 
he was on his way to England, and 
the fact wob made known to him 
shortly after his arrival. Mr. 
Bosisto was appointed President of 
the Royal Commission of Victoria 
at the Colonial and Indian Ex¬ 
hibition, 188G. 

BOTTALLA, The Rev. Paul, S.J., 
was born Aug. 15,1823, in Palermo, 
the capital of Sicily, and educated 
at the Jesuit Colleges of Palermo 
and Rome. After being admitted 
to holy orders he was successively 
appointed Sunday preacher in the 
Gosu of Naples 3 Professor of Uni¬ 
versal History in the Collegio Mas¬ 
simo of Palermo j of Ecclesiastical 
History in the Roman College j of 
Dogmatic theology in St. Beuno's 
College, North Wales; and of The¬ 
ology at Poitiers. Father Bottalla 
is one of tho writers of the CiviltH 
Qatiolica of Rome. He has pub¬ 
lished at Palermo aud Genoa a 
course of History of tho Middle 
Ages, in two volumes (“ Corso di 
Storia e di Geografia universale— 
Medio Evo ”), which has been trans¬ 
lated into French j “ Studii storici 
sulla Chiesa e lTinperio” (in the 
Civiltrij Cattolica) • at Brussels, 
ff Histoire de la Revolution do 1860 
en Sicile: de ses Causes ot de ses 
Effeta dans la Revolution general© 
de ITtalie ** (2 vols, 1861); in Lon¬ 
don,. ff The Pope and tho Church 
considered in their Mutual Rela¬ 
tions with reference to the Errors 
of the High Church Party in 
England ” (vols. i. and ii. 1868 
and 1870),* “Pope Honoring be¬ 
fore the Tribunal of Reason aud 
History,” 1868, being a reply to the 
pamphlet of P. Lo Page Renouf, en¬ 
titled “The Condemnation of Pope 
Honorius"; “The Papacy and 
Schism: Strictures on Ffoulkes's 
Letter to Archbishop Manning,” 
1869; a reply in the Dublin Review, 
1871-73, to Mr. Renoufs second 
pamphlet on Pope Honorius; “ Do 
la sonveraine ct Tinfaillible

The two last-named volumes sum 
np what Father Bottalla wrote 
while resident in England, and also 
furnish a further and more perfect 
execution of his plan, 
BOTJCHARDAT, Apollinaire, 
pharmaceutist, member of the 
Academy of Medicine, was horn at 
risle-sur-le-Serein (Yonne) about 
1810, studied medicine in Paris 
whilst very young, and was named 
a Fellow of that faculty in 1832. 
He was ph armaceu tis t-in-chief at 
tho hospital of Saint-Antoine, and 
in 1834 was appointed to the same 
functions at the Hotel Dieu, which 
he fulfilled until 1835, when ho ro- 
signed, in order to devote himself 
to scientific works. In 1838 he dis¬ 
puted with much talent the chair 
of pharmacy and organic chemistry 
in the faculty of Medicine with M. 
Dumas. In 1845 he was appointed 
a member of the Council of Health, 
and created a Chevalier of the Le¬ 
gion of Honour. He became a 
member of the Academy of Medi¬ 
cine in 1850, and, after competi¬ 
tion, obtained the chair of Hygiene 
in 1852. In addition to numerous 
botanical and medical" memoirs/' 
which have been published collec¬ 
tively under the titles of "Re- 
cherches sur la V/ k g£tatiou,” M. 
Bouchardat Jias written a " Corn’s 
de Chiwie Klemcntaire, avec ses 
principales Applications d la Mcde- 
cine et aux Ails,” published in 
183-1-5; " Cours des Sciences Phy¬ 
siques,” in 1841-4 1 " Elements de 
Mature Medieale etdePharmacie,” 
in 1838; "L'Annuaire de Thera- 
peutique,” since 1841; u Nouveau 
Formulaire Magistral,” in 1840; 
" Formulaire V eterinaire,” in 1849 j 
"Opuscules dT^eonomieRurale,” in 
1851; "Archives dc Physiologie,” 
in 1864; and " Repertoire de Phar¬ 
macia” published monthly since 
1847. He has written a aexiea of 
interesting works upon vines and 
wines, " LUnfiuence dea Eaux Pot¬ 


ables sur la Production du Goitre 
et du Orctinismc; ” in liis " Opus¬ 
cules d'Economie Ruralo ;" a work 
upon "Diabetes,” and numerous 
" Memoirs,” presented to the Aca¬ 
demy of Medicine, and " Traito 
d’Hygifrie Publique et Pi'ivt'e baser 
sur l'Etiologie,” J881. 

BOTTCICAFIiT, Dion, was born 
in Dublin, Doc. 28, 1822. He was 
educated under his guardian, Dr. 
Lardner, at the Loudon Univer¬ 
sity, and began his career as 
dramatic author and actor with 
tho production, in March, 1811, of 
" London Assurance,” at Covent 
Garden Theatre. He went to the 
United States in 1853, and did not 
return to London till 18G0, when lie 
produced the fr Colleen Pawn ” at 
the Adelplii Theatre. This was fol¬ 
lowed by the "Octoroon” in 1861. 
Having been associated with Mr. 
Webster in the management of the 
Adelplii Theatre, Mr. Boucicault 
became leasee of Astley’s Theatre, 
the name of which he altered to that 
of the Westminster j but the specu¬ 
lation proved a failure. He is the 
author of more than fifty original 
pieces, besides adaptations from 
the French; the best known, in 
addition to the above-mentioned, 
being " Old Heads and Young 
Hearts,” "Love in a Maze,” 
"Used Up,” " The Willow Copse,” 
"Janet Pride,” "Louis XI.,” "The 
Corsican Brothers,” "Faust and 
Marguerite,” "The Long Strike,” 
and "Flying Scud,” produced at 
the Holborn Theatre in 18GG, 
Among his more recent pieces are 
"How She Loves Him” (18G7); 
"After Dark” (1808); "Paul La¬ 
farge” (1870) ; "A Dark Night’s 
Work” (1670); "The Rapparoo; 
or, the Treaty of Limerick” (1870); 
"The Shaughran” (1873); "The 
Dead Secret ** (1878); and " The 
Jilt” (1885). With occasional 
visits to England, he has, since 
187G, resided in New York, where 
lie has brought out a number of 
new pieoes, in which he plays the 
leading parts. 
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BOUGHTON, George Henry, 
A.R.A., was born in Norfolk, 
in 1833. His family went to 
America about 183G, and be passed 
liis youth in Albany, New York, 
where he early developed an artistic 
taste. In 1853 he came to London, 
and passed several months in the 
study of art. Returning to America, 
he settled in New York, and soon 
became known as a landscape 
painter. In 1859 he went to Paris, 
where he devoted two years to 
study, and in 1RG1 he opened a 
studio in London, where he has 
since mostly resided. lie was 
elected an Associate of the Royal 
Academy, June 19, 1879. Among 
hie best works are : —“ Winter 
Twilight/ 5 “ The Lake of the Dis¬ 
mal Swamp/ 5 “Passing into the 
Shade,” “Coming into Church/ 5 
“Morning Prayer,” “The Scarlet 
Letter/ 5 “ The Idyl of the Birds/ 5 
and “ The Return of the May¬ 
flower/ 5 Mr. Boughton has of late 
years made a special study of the 
picturesque aspects of the old Pu¬ 
ritan life of New England, and 
many of his recent works have 
illustrated it. He has also visited 
Holland, and painted a number of 
Dutch scenes, and, with Mr. Edwin 
Abbey, is the author of “ A Sketch¬ 
ing Tour in Holland 55 (Macmillan, 
18S5). He has frequently exhibited 
at the National Academy of New 
York, and was made a member of 
that Academy in 1871. 

BOUGTJEREATJ, Guillaume 
Adolphe, a French painter, was born 
at La Rochelle, Nov. 30,1835. He 
began life in a business house at 
Bordeaux, but obtained permission 
to attend the drawing school of M. 
Alaux for two hours a day. His 
fellow-pupils treated him with con¬ 
tempt on account of his business 
connections, and when, at the end 
of the year, he gained the first 
prize, the excitement was so great 
that a riot ensued, and a formal 
protest was made by the pupils 
against his receiving it, but with¬ 
out effect. He then turned pll his 


attention to painting, and entered 
the studio of Picot in Paris, and 
later entered the lieole des Beanx 
Arts, where liis progress was rapid. 
In IS30 he went to Rome, and in 
1351 exhibited “The Body of St. 
Cecilia borne to the Catacombs/ 5 
since which time he has occupied 
a leading position among the a 2 ’- 
tists of the Modern French School. 
His next great work was “ Philo¬ 
mela and Procne/ 5 18G1. Both 
those pictures are now in the Lux¬ 
embourg. “ Mater Afflictorum/ 5 
or “ Vierge Consolatrice/ 5 1870, was 
purchased by the French Govern¬ 
ment for 12,000 frunos. Among his 
pictures exhibited at the Salon may 
be mentioned “The Bather/ 5 1870 j 
“HarvestTime/ 5 1872; “TheLittle 
Marauders/ 5 1873; “Homer and his 
Guide/ 5 1874; " Flora and Zephy- 
rue/ 5 1875; “Pie^, 55 187Gj “Youth 
and Love/ 5 1877; “ The Scourging 
of Our Lord/ 5 18S0; " The Virgin 
with Angels/ 5 1881; “Slave car¬ 
rying a Fan/ 5 1882 ; “ The Youth 
of Bacchus/’ 1885; and “Byblis,” 
1880. M. Bouguereau executed the 
mural jjaintings in the St. Louia 
Chapel of the Church of St. Clo- 
tilde, and in the Church of St. 
Augustine. Many of Ms pictures 
have been engraved by Francois. 

BOULANGER, General, French 
Minister of War, was born 1837. 
In 185G he was appointed Sub¬ 
lieutenant in 1st Regiment of Al¬ 
gerian Tirailleurs. From that time 
his military career has been very- 
distinguished, and his advance in 
his profession unusually rapid. In 
1857 ho took part in the Kabyle 
expedition. In 1859 he was wounded 
at Turbigo, and received the deco¬ 
ration of the Legion of Honour 
after iltrce years 5 service. In 1801 
ho was with the expedition in Co¬ 
chin China. During the Frauco- 
Prussian war he acted as Chief of 
Battalion in the army of Paris, and 
was wounded at Champigny. In 
1880 he was appointed Brigadier- 
General, in which position he began 
to show signs of a great talent fop 
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organisation. Ho was, moreover, 
eent to the United States as head 
of the mission on the Centenary of 
Independence. For a short time 
he was attached to the War Office 
as director of Infantry, which po¬ 
sition he quitted to proceed as 
General of Division in Africa. In 
twenty months he returned to the 
War Office as Minister, Jan. 7, 
188G. During his tenure of pre¬ 
vious offices he had shown great 
zeal and determination, His ac¬ 
tivity had led in some instances 
to dispute. Such had been tho re¬ 
sult in Tunis of his arbitrary reso¬ 
lution to exalt the military over* 
the civil authority. During his 
early career he had moreover been 
in close relations with tho Extreme 
Left in politics, and his appoint¬ 
ment was regarded ns a concession 
to the power of M. Clemoncoau, 
who is Gen. Boulanger’s cousin, 
His republican sympathies were 
shown by the energy with which 
he urged forward the expulsion of 
the Princes from France, though 
it was afterwards proved that he 
had written in almost fulsome terms 
of gratitude to the Due d’Aumale, 
his superior officer, when promoted 
Brigadier-General. The General 
is an energetic and capable orga¬ 
niser, and may be described as the 
rising hope of tho party of "La 
Revanche JJ in France, 

BOULEY, Henri, a French vete¬ 
rinary surgeon, bom in Paris in 
1814, professor of clinical medicine 
and surgery at the school at Alfort, 
and since 1855 a member of the 
Academy of Medicine (veterinary 
section), was appointed Inspector- 
General of Veterinary Schools, Jan. 
6, I860. He is tho author of the 
following works :—** Causes Gene- 
rales de la Morve dans nos Regi¬ 
ments do Cavalerie/* 1810 j " Traito 
de ^Organisation du Pied du 
Cheval, 1851; "De la P^ripneu-

BOWRING, Edgar Alfred, C.B., a 
younger sou of the late Sir John 
Bowring, born in 182G, and edu¬ 
cated at University College, Lon¬ 
don ; entered the civil service in 
the Board of Trade in 1841, and 
filled in succession the post of 
private secretary to the Earl of 
Clarendon, to Earl Granville, and 
to Lord Stanley of Alderley. He 
was appointed Precis Writer and 
Librailan to that department in 
1810, and Registrar in 1853, blit 
retired from the service on the 
abolition of his office at the end of 
1803. He acted as Secrotary to tlio 
Royal Commission for the Great 
Exhibition of 1851, and held that 
appointment until liis election as 
M.P. for Exeter at the general 
election of 1808. His services woro 
so highly appreciated by the late 
Prince Consort, the President of 
the Commission, that, immediately 
after H.R.H/s decease, her Majesty 
was pleased to nominate Mr. Bow¬ 
ring a Companion of the Order of 
the Bath, civil division. Mr. Bow¬ 
ring lost his seat for Exetor at the 
general election of Feb. 1874. 
He is the author of an English 
poetical version of " The Book of 
Psalms," English versions of the 
poetical works of Schiller, Goethe, 
and Heine, and (jointly with 
Lord Hobart) of a reply to the 
" Sophisms of Free Trade,” by Mr. 
Justice Byles. Besides having been 
a frequent contributor to periodical 
literature, he is understood to have 
translated two small volumes of 
German hymns, selected by the 
Queen, and privately printed for 
her Majesty’s use, ono volume on 
the death of the Duchess ol' Kent, 
and tho other on that of Prince 
Albert. 

BOYD, The Rev. Andrew Kennedy 
Hutchison, D.D., born at Aucbin- 
leok, Ayrshire, of which parish his 
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father was incumbent, Nov, 1825, 
was educated at King’s College, 
London, and at the University of 
Glasgow, where he obtained the 
highest honours in philosophy and 
theology, and was author of several 
prize essays, taking the degree of 
B.A. in April, 18iC, lie was 
ordained in 1851, and has been en¬ 
cumbent successively of the 
parishes of Newton-on-Ayre, Kirk¬ 
patrick-Iron gray, in Galloway, St. 
Bernard’s, Edinburgh, and of the 
University city of St. Andrew’s, 
which ho still holds. He first 
became known as a writer, by 
papers which appeared in Eraser’s 
Magazine, under the signature of 
A.IC.H.B. Of these, the most im¬ 
portant have been reprinted in ft 
substantive shape, under various 
titles, the best known of these 
being "The Recreations of aCountry 
Parson” (three series), Dr. Boyd 
is also the author of several 
volumes of sermons, under the 
title of " The Graver Thoughts of 
a Country Parson/’ and " Counsel 
and Comfort spoken from a City 
Pulpit/* “ Present-day Thoughts :

Prom 1871 to 
18S0 he was Professor of German 
at Cornell University, and since 
1882 has held a similar position at 
Columbia College, New York. He

BOYLE, The Very Rev. George 
David, l)ean of Salisbury, ia the 
eldest son of the late Right Hon. 
David Boyle, Lord Justice-General 
and President of the Court of 
Session in Scotland, by bis second 
marriage with Camilla Catherine, 
eldest daughter of the late Mr. 
David Smythe, of Methven, Perth¬ 
shire, and was born in 1828. He 
was educated at the Edinburgh 
Academy, the Charterhouse, and 
at Exeter College, Oxford (B.A. 
1851} M.A. 1833). Between 1853 
and 1800 he held in succession 
thn curacies of Kidderminster and 
Hagley. Ho was incumbent of 
St. Michael’s, Handsworth, from 
1RG1 to 1887, and rural dean of 
Handsworth, I860—G7. He was ap¬ 
pointed vicar of Kidderminster in 
1807, and rural dean in the year 
1877. He was honorary canon of 
Worcester from 1872 till 1880, 
when he was appointed Dean of 
Salisbury. Dr. Boyle is the author 
of " My Aids to the Divine Life,’’ 
"Richard Baxter/' and various 
sermons. He married, iu 1801, 
Mary Christiana, eldest daughter 
of the late Mr. William Robins, of 
Hagley, Worcestershire. 

BRAB0TJRNE (Lord), The Right 
Hon. Edward Hugessen Knatchbull- 
HugeBsen, is a son of the late Right 
Hon. Sir Edward Knatchbull, Bait;,, 
of Mersham Hatch, Kent, many 
years M.P, for East Kent, and at 
one time Paymaster of the Forces 
under Sir Robert Peel, by his se¬ 
cond marriage with Fanny Catha¬ 
rine, daughter of Mr. Edward 
Knight, of Godmershmn Park, 
Kent, and of Chawton House, 
Hampshire. He was born at Mer- 
shnm Hatch, April 29, 1829, and 
educated at Eton and at Magdalen 
College, Oxford, where he gradu¬ 
ated in 1850. He entered the House 
of Commons as M.P. for Sandwich 
in April, 1857, and represented that 
constituency in the Liberal interest 
until his elevation to the peerage 
in 18S0 as Lord Brabourne. He 
withdrew his support from the 
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Gladstone Government in conse¬ 
quence of their Irish legislation 
and abandonment of the Transvaal 
in 1881, and formally joined the 
Conservative party in 1885. He 
was a Lord of the Treasury from 
Juno, 1859, till May, 186G j Under¬ 
secretary of State for the Home 
Department from Doe., 1SG8, to 
Jan., 1871; and Under-Secretary 
for the Colonies from the last- 
named date to Feb., 1871. He was 
Chairman of the Treasury Commis¬ 
sion which sat in Dublin in 18GG 
(the other members being Sir 
Richard Mayne, Sir Donald Mac- 
gregor. Col. Ward, and Mr. Law), 
to inquire into the condition of the 
Irish Constabulary, wliicli at that 
time had no fewer than 1500 vacan¬ 
cies. The result of the investiga¬ 
tions was an increase of their pay, 
and improvement of their condi¬ 
tion. the forco being thus restored 
to its former popularity. Mr. 
Knatchbull-Hugesscn was sworn 
of the Privy Council March 21, 
1873 ; and in May, 1880, he was 
created Lord Brabourno, of Bra- 
bourne, in the county of Kent. 
His lordship is a magistrate and 
deputy-lieutenant for Kent, and he 
assumed the name of Hugessen by 
Royal licence. He married, in 1852, 
Anna Maria Elizabeth, younger 
daughter of the Rev. M. R. South- 
well, vicar of St. Stephen's, St. 
Albans. His publications are :—

BRACKENBUBY, Colonel Charles 
Booth, bom at Bayswater, Nov. 7, 
1831, and educated at the Royal 
Military Academy, Woolwich, en¬ 
tered the Royal Artillery, and after 
passing through the usual grades, 
became Colonel 1st Oct., 1882. He 
has been an Assistant Instructor 
in Artillery at the Royal Military 
Academy, Assistant Director of 
Artillery Studies, D.A.Q.M.-Gene¬ 
ral in tli c Intelligence Department, 
War Office, Superintending Officer 
of Garrison Instruction, Assistant 
Director of Military Education, and 
Superintendent of the Royal Gun¬ 
powder Factory. Colonel Bracken- 
bury was present at the siege of 
Sebastopol, and went through the 
Bohemian campaign of 18GG, and 
the campaign of Le Mans with the 
army of Prince Frodcrick Charles 
in 1871. He also accompanied the 
Russian army diming the campaign 
of 1877 in Bulgaria, and crossed 
the Balkans with the advanced 
guard under General Gourko. He 
is the author of “ European Arma¬ 
ments in 18G7; ” " The Constitu¬ 
tional Forces of Great Britain ; ” 
“ Foreign Armies and Home Re¬ 
serves/' 1871; “ The Winter Cam- 
liaign of Prince Frederick Charles 
in 1870-71; ” “ Reforms in tho 
French Army/' translated in the 
Intelligence Department, Horso 
Guards, War Office, 1874; many 
essays and lectures on military 
affairs; and a Life of Frederick 
the Great. He has also edited a 
series of Military Handbooks, one 
of which, on the Tochnical Con¬ 
struction and Tactical use of Field 
Works, is written by himself. 

BRAOKENBURY, Major - General 
Henry, C.B., R.A., horn at Boling- 
broke, Lincolnshire, Sept. 1, 1837, 
was educated at Tonbridge, Eton, 
and Woolwich. He was appointed 
to the Royal Artillery in April, 
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1850 j and served in the suppres¬ 
sion of the Indian Mutiny in 1857- 
G8. Subsequently he was appointed 
to the staff of the Royal Military 
Academy at Woolwich, first as 
officer for discipline, then as In¬ 
structor in Artillery, finally as 
Professor of Military History. He 
served throughout the Franco-Gor- 
man war as chief representative of 
the British National Society for 
aid to sick and wounded in war; 
received the Iron Cross from the 
Emperor of Germany; and was 
made Officer of the Legion of 
Honour by the French Govern¬ 
ment, and Knight of the First 
Class of the Bavarian Order of St. 
Michael. Being appointed Military 
Secretary to Sir Garnet Wolseley, 
he served with him throughout the 
Ashanti Campaign, 1873-1. He 
served as a member of a special 
mission to Natal in 1875; was As¬ 
sistant Adjutant-General to the 
Cyprus Expeditionary Force ^ in 

1878 j and raised and organised 
the Cyprus Military Police. In 

1879 he accompanied Sir G, Wolse- 
ley to South Africa as Military 
Secretary, and later succeeded Sir 
G. Colley as Chief of the Staff, in 
which capacity he served through¬ 
out the closing operations of the 
Zulu war and the campaign against 
Sekukuni. In 1880 he was appointed 
Private Secretary to the Viceroy of 
India, and returned to England 
with the Earl of Lvtton, on his re¬ 
signation, He was Military Attache 
to the British Embassy at Paris 
from Jan., 1881, to May, 1882, when 
he was appointed Assistant Tinder- 
Secretary for Ireland, to deal with 
all matters relating to police and 
crime in that country. He resigned 
the latter post, however, on July 
19,1882. In 1884 he was appointed 
Deputy Adjutant-General of the 
Nile Expeditionary Force ; and 
subsequently Brigadier - General 
and second in command of the 
River Column of the Expedition. 
When General Earle was killed 
during the action of Kirbekan, 


General Braekenbury assumed 
command of tbe Column, and con¬ 
ducted it to near Abu Hamed, 
whence it was recalled by Lord 
Wolseley, and back down the 
rapids to Korti. For these services 
he was promoted to he a Major- 
General for distinguished servioe 
in the field. He was appointed 
Head of the Intelligence Depart¬ 
ment of the War Office, 1st Jan., 
188G. He is the author of " Fanti 
and Ashanti/' 1873 ; w Narrative 
of the Ashanti War;" " The River 
Column ; ” and of several military 
pamphlets. 

BRACQUEMOND, Felix, a French 
etcher, born at Paris in 1833, was 
a pupil of Guichard. In IfiGG ho 
gained a medal at the Salon for 
painting, one for etching in 18G8, 
and another in 1872. In 18G6 he 
was asked by a manufacturer to 
attempt an etching which could 
be used for the decoration of 
faience. The result of his en¬ 
deavours was a complete table 
service, which was exhibited in 
18G7. Its success was considerable, 
and this service, which bears his 
name, remains celebrated in the 
annals of industrial art. In 1871 
M. Braccjuemond entered the manu¬ 
factory at Sevres as head of the 
ateliers of painting. The next 
year M. Haviland, of Limoges, 
confided to him the management 
of a branch establishment at 
Auteuil, where he still remains, and 
devotes himself to the perfection 
of what is known as "Haviland 
faience.” Of etchings he has mode 
more than six hundred. Btis

of his studies of birds, and a 
portrait of Auguste Comte, are 
well-known.

BRADDON, Mary Elizabeth, wife 
of Mr. John Maxwell, daughter of 
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Mr, Henry Braddon, solicitor, was 
born in Soho Square, London, in 
1837, and became at an early ago a 
contributor to periodical literature, 
writing sentimental versos, poli¬ 
tical squibs, and parodies for the 
Poet's Corner of provincial news¬ 
papers , Miss B raddon lias written 
a large number of novels, amongst 
which aro ff LadyAudloy’s Secret," 
"Aurora Floyd," "Eleanor's 
Victory," " John Mavchinont’s 
Legacy," "Henry Dunbar," Tho

BRADFORD (Earl of). The Right 
Hon. Orlando George Charles Bridge- 
man, was born April 31,1819, suc¬ 
ceeded his father as third earl, 
March 23, 1805, and married, April 
30, 1841, Selina Louisa, youngest 
daughter of the first Lord Forres¬ 
ter. His lordship is Captain of the 
South Salopian Yeomanry Cavalry, 
has been Vice-Chamberlain to the 
Queen’s Household, and held the 
office of Lord Chamberlain of the 


Household under Lord Dorby’s 
third Administration, from July, 
1H0G, to 1808. Ho held the office 
of Master of the Horse to the Quoon 
from Feb., 1871, to May, 1880, and 
again under Lord Salisbury’s first 
administration from June, 18S5, to 
Jan. 1886. 

BRADLATTGH, Charles, M.F., son 
of Mr. Charles Bradlaugh, a solici¬ 
tor’s clerk, was born in the East- 
ond of London, Sopt. 28, 1833. Ho 
was educated at elementary schools 
in Bethnal Green and Hackney 
Road ; and afterwards became suc¬ 
cessively errand-boy, coal-dealer, 
Sunday School teacher, and a free- 
thought lecturer. In Deo. 1830, 
he enlisted in the 7th Dragoon 
Guards, and served for somo time 
in Ireland. He became Orderly- 
room clerk, got his discharge, and 
in 1853 returned to London, be¬ 
coming olork to a Mr. Rogers, a 
solicitor. Having become con¬ 
firmed in his Secularist views, he 
began to write and lecture regu¬ 
larly, adopting tho pseudonym 
of "Iconoclast." He lectured ab 
the Hall of Science, City Road; 
wrote abundantly, and in a few 
years was well-known through¬ 
out tho country for his discus¬ 
sions with clergy and othors on 
public platforms. In 1868 he 
began his efforts to enter Parlia¬ 
ment, and after three times con¬ 
testing Northampton in vain, was 
returned for that borough in 1880, 
his colleague being Mr. Labou- 
cliero. Meantime, in 1868-9, he 
fought a great battle in the law 
courts against the Attorney-G ene- 
ral (who was prosecuting The 
National Reformer), which resulted 
in complete victory for himself. 
He also took a considerable part, 
during the winter of 1870, in 
getting up expressions of sym¬ 
pathy for France; and he tra¬ 
velled in Spain and in America, 
lecturing in soveral cities, and 
being well received. Since his 
entering Parliament, his name has 
been chiefly hoard in connection 
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with the long, arduous, and un¬ 
fortunate struggle with regard to 
his right to take, or dispense with, 
tho oath of allegiance. It is impos¬ 
sible hero to find room for all the 
details of this most piainful con¬ 
troversy; how the committee ap¬ 
pointed to examine whether he 
had the right to affirm, pronounced, 
hy one vote, in the negative ; how 
he was refused permission to tako 
the oath; how he persisted, was 
forcibly removed from the House, 
and committed to the custody of 
the Sergeant-at-Arms; liow he was 
sued for a penalty for sitting and 
voting, being unqualified; how he 
in return sued Mr. Newdogatc for 
" maintenance,” and got a decision 
against him; how ho thrice re¬ 
signed his seat, in order to appeal 
to his constituency against the 
House, and was thrice, aftor fierce 
contests, re-elected; how the Affir¬ 
mation Bill was brought in, and, 
in spite of one of Mr. Gladstone's 
finest speeches, was lost by a ma¬ 
jority of 3 ; and how finally, after 
tho Parliament of 1SS0-S3 was 
dead, Mr. Bradlaugh (who had 
been again elected by Northamp¬ 
ton) was allowed to tako his soat 
in peace. He has since then taken 
a prominent part in debate, and 
has signalised himself by success¬ 
fully moving for the establishment 
of a Labour Bureau. Of Mr. Brad- 
laugh's opinions it is necessary to 
say very little. Hu is the leader 
of the Secularists, and with Mrs, 
Annie Besant has professed what 
are called Malthusian opinions on 
the population question. Prose¬ 
cuted in 1870 for the publication 
of an old book by a certain Hr. 
Knowlton, Mr. Bradlaugh and Mrs. 
Besant were sentenced to six 
months* imprisonment and .£200 
fine; but the Court of Appeal 
quashed the conviction. Mr. Brad¬ 
laugh has also headed the agita¬ 
tion against perpetual pensions. 

BRADLEY, The Rev. Edward, 
better Imown under the pseudonym 
“ Cutlibert Bede/' a son of Thomas 


Bradley, Esq., of Kidderminster, 
was born in 1827, and educated at 
Durham University, where lie was 
Thorp Scholar and Foundation 
Scholar at the University College, 
Having graduated at Durham, he 
was ordained in 1850, appointed in¬ 
cumbent of Bobbington, Stafford¬ 
shire, in 1857, and rector of Denton, 
Huntingdonshire, in 1830. The 
latter incumbency he held till 
1871, when he was appointed rector 
of Stretton, near Oakhaui, Rut¬ 
land. In 1883 he was promoted, 
by Lord Aveland, to the Vicarage 
of Lenton, near Grantham. His 
first publication was " Verdant 
Green/' a novel, portraying Oxford 
life in a humorous aspect, followed 
by " Medley,” " Motley,” " Photo¬ 
graphic Pleasures/* " Love's Pro¬ 
vocations/' " Tales of College Life,” 
"Fairy Fables,'* "Nearer and 
Dearer/' " Happy Honrs at Wyn- 
ford Grange,” " Humour, Wit and 
Satire/' and " Little Mr. Bouncer 
and liis friend Verdant Green,” a 
companion volume to his first work. 
He published in 1801, " Glencrcg- 
gan/’an illustrated work on Cantire, 
in the West Highlands, descriptive 
of the scenery, history, antiquities, 
and legends of that peninsula, the 
original seat of the anoient Scottish 
monarchy; in 18G2, "The Curate 
of Cranston,” with other prose and 
verse; in 1863, "A Tour in Tartan 
Land*” in 1804, "The Visitor's 
Handbook to Rosslyn and Haw- 
thomdenand " The White Wife,” 
another illustrated work on the le¬ 
gends and popular stories of the 
Laud's-ond of Scotland; in 1865, 
" The Book's Garden: Essays and 
Sketches;” in 1800, "Mattins 
and Muttons: or, the Boauty of 
Brighton/' a novel j and, in 1885, 
an illustrated historical and topo¬ 
graphical work on " Fotheringhay, 
and Mary, Quoen of Scots. He 
has contributed to Punch, the Illus¬ 
trated London News, the Graphic, 
the Gentleman’s, Bentley’s, Sharpe’s, 
and the St, James’s Magazines, to 
the London Review, Once a Week, 
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and other periodicals and jour¬ 
nals. 

BRADLEY, The Very Rev. George 
Granville, D.D., Dean of West¬ 
minster, is one of the sous of the 
Rev. Charles Bradley, who was for 
many years vicar of G-lasbury, in 
tho county of Brecon, and some 
time incumbent of St. James's Epis¬ 
copal Chapel at Clapliam, Surrey. 
He was bom in 1821, and educated 
under Dr, Arnold at Rugby, from 
which school he was elected to an 
open scholarship at University Col¬ 
lage, Oxford, where he was a fa¬ 
vourite pupil of Doan Stanley, who 
at that time was tut or. He to ok hia 
bachelor's degree in Easter Term, 
1811, as a First Class in Classical 
honours, and in 1815 obtained the 
Chancellors prize for a Latin essay, 
hia subject being "The Equestrian 
Order in the Roman Republic." 
Having been elected to a Fellow¬ 
ship in 1811, ho proceeded M.A. in 
1817. Mr. Bradley was one of tho 
assistant masters of Rugby School 
for some years, under Dr. Tait and 
his successor. Dr. Goulburn, and 
was elected in 1858 to the Head- 
mastership of Marlborough College, 
on the preferment of his predecessor, 
Dr. Cotton, to the bishopric of Cal¬ 
cutta. Mr. Bradley was ordained 
deaeon in 1858 by tho Bishop of 
London, and priest in the same year 
by the Bishop of Salisbury. At 
Marlborough he was remarkable for 
his successful administration, his 
sound scholarship, and his constant 
effort to make the .education of a 
great public school wide, large, and 
many-sided, so as to meet the in¬ 
creasing wants of the age. He gave 
the host possible scope at Marl¬ 
borough to the study of modern 
languages and scionco, and his ex¬ 
amination before the Public School 
Commissioners was suggestive of 
many important reforms and im¬ 
provements, which are in the course 
of being carried into effect. In 
Dec. 1870, he was elected to tho 
mastership of University College, 
Oxford, in the place of the late Dr. 


Plumptre. The honorary degree of 
LL,D. was conferred upon him by 
the University of St. Andrew's,Feb. 
25, 1873. Ho was appointed ex¬ 
amining chaplain to the Archbishop 
of Cantorbiuy in 1871; was Select 
Preacher at Oxford, 1871<—75 j and 
held tho post of Honorary Chaplain 
to the Queen, 187 X—75; of Chaplain 
in Ordinary, 1870—81. In Oct. 1880, 
ho was nominated a member of the 
Oxford University Commission, in 
the place of Lord Selborne resigned. 
Ho obtained a canonry in Worcester 
Cathedral in Feb, 1881 ; and in 
August the same year he was ap¬ 
pointed by the Crown to tho Deanery 
of Westminster, in succession to the 
late Dean Stanley, Tho degree of 
D.D. was conferred upon him at 
Oxford, Oct. 28, 1881. In 1882 he 
delivered at Edinburgh a series of 
lectures, afterwards published 
uudor the title of “Recollections 
of Arthur Ponrhyn Stanley" (Lon¬ 
don, 1883). In 1885 ho published 
a volume of Westminster Abbey 
Lectures on the Book of Ecclesi¬ 
astes, and he is also the writer of 
a book on Latin Prose, which has 
had a largo circulation. Dr. Brad¬ 
ley married, in 1819, Marian Jane, 
fifth daughter of the Rev. Benjamin 
Philpot, formerly rector of Groat 
Cresszngham, Norfolk. 

BRADY, The Rev. William Mazi- 
ere, D.D., youngest son of the late 
Sir N. W. Brady, and nephew to Sir 
Maziora Brady, Baronet, lato Lord 
High Chancellor of Ireland, was 
born atDublin in 1825, and oducated 
at Trinity Colloge, Dublin, whore 
he was a prizeman in classics. He 
was appointed Chaplain to several 
suocessiv© Viceroys, and became 
rector of Farrahy, co. Cork, in 
1851: held afterwards tho vicar¬ 
age of Newmarket, in the same 
county, and beoamo reetor of Kil- 
berry and vicar of Donoughpatrick, 
Meath. Dr. Maziere Brady has 
written much upon various his¬ 
torical, antiquarian, and political 
subjects in many of the news¬ 
papers and magazines of the day. 
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and notably in Fraser and tlio Con¬ 
temporary Review . His sermon 
preached in the Chapel Royal, 
Dublin, towards the end of Lord 
Carlisle's rice-royalty, in which he 
openly denounced the State Church 
in Ireland, which applied the whole 
of the ancient ecclesiastical reve¬ 
nues for the "benefit of a mere 
fraction of the people, excited as¬ 
tonishment, and was strongly cen¬ 
sured by the organs of the Con¬ 
servative party, and led to Dr. 
Brady's omission from the list of 
chaplains under Lord Kimberloy's 
lieutenancy. The chief works pub¬ 
lished by Dr. Brady are " Clerical 
and Parochial Records of Cork, 
Cloyne, and Ross,” 3 vols.; "Re¬ 
marks on Irish Church Temporali¬ 
ties j" " Pacts or Fictions j” " The 
McGillicuddy Papers j" "The Irish 
Reformation j" " State Papers con¬ 
cerning the Irish Church in the 
Time of Queen Elizabeth;” and 
" Essays on the English Stato 
Church in Ireland/' 18G9. Dr. 
Brady's writings undoubtedly fa¬ 
cilitated the progress of Mr. Glad¬ 
stone's Irish Church Abolition 
BUI, and were copiously quoted in 
and out of Parliament. His work 
on the Irish Reformation went 
through five editions, and pro¬ 
voked innumerable replies* Upon 
the passing of the Irish Church 
Act, Dr. Brady, whose health had 
been seriously affected by an at¬ 
tack of bronchitis, went to Rome, 
and from the archives there ex¬ 
tracted many particulars concern¬ 
ing the ecclesiastical affairs of 
England, Scotland, and Ireland. 
He afterwards resigned his rectory 
of Donoughpatriok, and was re¬ 
ceived into the Roman Catholic 
Church by Mgr. Kirby, of the 
Irish College at Rome, in May, 
1873. He has since written a 
work on "The Episcopal Succes¬ 
sion in England, Scotland, and Ire¬ 
land,” the third volume of which 
waB published at Rome in 1877. 

BRAHMS, Johannes, musical 
composer, was bom May 7,1833, at 


Hamburg, where his father played 
the double-bass in the orchestra. 
He received his first instructions in 
music from his father, and then 
studied under Eduard Marxsen. 
Schumann's warn recommendation 
in the Feuc Zeitschrifi f»r Murik 
(Oct. 2S, 1853) called the attention 
of lmisiciaus, of the public, and of 
the publishers to the young man, 
who subsequently made slow hut 
constant progress on the road to 
permanent artistic fame. After 
several years of activity as director 
of music at the court of Lippe- 
Detmold he devoted a considerable 
period of time to assiduous study 
and composition in his native town. 
Thence he proceeded, in 18G2, to 
Vienna, which city became his 
second home; for although he 
quitted it after holding for one 
ear the post of director of the 
inging Academy (1SG1), he never 
felt at ease in the other towns 
which he visited—Hamburg, Zu¬ 
rich, Baden-Baden—and accor¬ 
dingly, in 18G9, he returned to the 
Austrian capital. He conducted, 
from 1872 to 1874, the concerts of 
tho Society of Amateur Musicians, 
until Herbeck, who had in the 
meantime resigned his post of 
Court Director of Music, resumed 
the functions of that office. Brahms 
then resided for some time away 
from Vienna, chiefly near Heidel¬ 
berg, but returned in 1878. Un¬ 
doubtedly Brahms is entitled to 
rank among the greatest composers 
now living. At first he followed 
the "Hew German” school which 
had been inaugurated by Schumann 
in the journal already mentioned, 
hut when the heat of youth had 
been replaced by calmer reflection, 
he inclined more to the classical 
school, bo that now he is criticised 
by the JBaireuther Bliltter, and re¬ 
cognised by conservative institutes 
as a classical composer. In fact he 
combines in himself the different 
styles, and may be claimed both 
by musical progressists and by 
classicists as belonging to them. 
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Although Brahms attracted public 
notice in consequence of Schu¬ 
mann’s recommendation,, tho re¬ 
cognition of his genius in wider 
oircles dates only from the year 
1868, when his "Deutsches Re¬ 
quiem’’ (Op. 45) was produced. 
Among his later works are " Rin- 
aldo,” a cantata; ff Schicksalslied ; 39 
“ Triumphlied ; ” rf Rhapsodie ” 
from Groethe’s ff Hartzreiae; ” be¬ 
sides string-quartets, symphonies, 
and a groat number of songs, 
duets, choruses, concertos, motets, 
trios, sextetts, &c. His songs, in 
which he mainly follows Schu¬ 
mann's style, have become popular 
all over the world, as are those 
compositions in which he embodies 
Hungarian national melodies. 

BEAM WELL, Sir Frederick 
Joseph, D.C.L., F.R.S., Past Pre¬ 
sident of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers, youngest son of the 
late George Bramwell, banker, was 
born in the year 1818. Prom his 
earliest boyhood he showed great 
interest in mechanics, as ovinced 
by his endeavours to repeat, in a 
rough model, the steam ongines 
and winding machinery he had 
seen at the age of nine in use in 
the construction of the St. Katha¬ 
rine’s Dock. In 1831 he was ap¬ 
prenticed to one of the old school 
of mechanical engineers, John 
Hague, with whom he served his 
time, and with whom he continued 
for a few years as principal 
draughtsman j then, after a varied 
experience in the employment of 
others, in 1853 bogan business 
on his own account as a civil 
engineer. In 186G he was elected 
an Associate of the Institution 
of Civil Engineers j in 18G2 was 
transferred to full membership of 
that body; in 1867 was elected a 
Member of its Council, and in 
1884-86 had the honour of filling 
the position of President, having 
previously been, in tho years 
1874-76, President of the Insti¬ 
tution of Mechanical Engineers. 
During the exercise of Ms profes¬ 


sion he had had occasion to pay 
considerable attention to the sub¬ 
ject of artillery, and, it need hardly 
be said, to the subject of boiler 
construction. In the year 1876, 
on the occasion of the serioxis 
boiler explosion on board H.M.S. 
Thunderer> he was requested by 
the Admiralty to examine into the 
matter, and, on their behalf, to 
attend the inquiry; also, when 
one of the 38-ton guns burst on 
board that ship, ho was appointed 
by the Admiralty to be Assessor to 
the Committee which met at Malta 
to investigate the cause of the 
occurrence, when, after a search¬ 
ing inquiry, it was indisputably 
proved from the evidence afforded 
by the fragments of the gun itself, 
the explosion arose from double 
loading. In 1881, on tho formation 
of tho present Ordnance Committee, 
ho was appointed one of the two 
lay members of that Committee. 
He has also in the exercise of his 
profession, and at the instance of 
the Government, served on several 
committees which have been ap¬ 
pointed for various purposes. 
Having been for some years a 
member of tho British Association, 
he was, in 1872, made President of 
Section G (Mechanical Section), 
and was selected to refill this office 
on tho occasion of tho visit of the 
Association to Montreal in 1884. 
In 1873 he was elected ft Fellow of 
the Royal Society, and in the year 
1878 served on its Council. Having 
been a member of the Board of 
Managers of the Royal Institution 
for some time, he was, on the 
retirement of Sir William Bowman, 
in 1885, appointed to the position 
of Honorary Secretary of that 
body. In 1884, he was nominated by 
H.R.H. the Prince of Wales to the 
position of Chairman of tho Execu¬ 
tive Council of the Inventions Ex¬ 
hibition which was hold in the 
following year. On the formation 
of tho City and Guilds of London 
Institute for the Advancement of 
Technical Education, he was ap- 
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pointed by the Goldsmiths Com¬ 
pany as one of their representa¬ 
tives,, being at that time Prime 
Warden of the Company, and was 
elected by the Executive Com¬ 
mittee of the Institute to be their 
Chairman. In 1881 lie received 
the honour of knighthood in con¬ 
nection with his services in tho 
promotion of technical education, 
and, in 1886, the honorary degree 
of D.C.L. from Oxford. 

BRAMWELL (Lord), The Right 
Hon. Sir George William Wilshere, 
son of the late Mr. Georo Bium- 
wcll, banker, was born in London, 
in 180S. In early youth he was 
placed in his father's counting- 
house, where he acquired a prac¬ 
tical knowledge of the business 
of banking, which in after years 
proved of groat value to him. 
Having resolved to try tho legal 
profession, he practised for some 
time as a pleader, and was, in 1838, 
called to tho bar, and went tho 
Home circuit. Ho gradually ob¬ 
tained a large business as a lawyer 
and pleader; in 1851 became a 
Queen's Counsel, and in 1852 Mats 
a member, with Sir J. Jervis, Sir 
A. Cockburn, Mr. Willes, and Mr. 
Baron Martin, of the Common 
Law Procedure Commission, which 
resulted in the Common Law Pro¬ 
cedure Act of 1852. He was also 
a member of the Commission for 
inquiring into the law of partner¬ 
ship. Differing from tho majority 
of tho Commission, he recom¬ 
mended the adoption of a law of 
limitod liability as now existing. 
In answer to tho objection that 
persons might deal with limited 
liability companies believing them 
to be unlimited, Mr. Bramwoll 
suggested a distinguishing addi¬ 
tion to their narno as limited." 
This advice was adopted, and gave 
great satisfaction, and Mr. Bram- 
well was, in 185G, made a Baron of 
the Exchequer, and received the 
honour of knighthood. In Oct. 
1876, he was made a Judge of tho 
intermediate Court of Appeal, and 


I sworn of the Privy Council. He 
retired from the bench at the close 
of the year 1881, when a compli¬ 
mentary banquet, attended by the 
judges and the principal members 
of tlio legal profession, was hold in. 
his honour. In Feb. 1882, he was 
raised to the peerage by the title 
of Baron Braiuwell, of Hever, in the 
county of Kent. Lord BramwelFs 
frequent letters to the Times, whe¬ 
ther in liis own name or signed “ IJ/ 1 
have generally attracted attention. 

BRAND, His Honour Sir Johannes 
Henricus, G.C.M.G., President of 
the Orange Free State, was horn 
at Cape Town, Dec. G, 1823, being 
a son of Sir C. Brand, Speaker of 
the House of Assembly, Cape of 
Good Hope (who died in 1876). He 
received his education at the South 
African College under Dr. N. E. 
Changueon and Dr. J. R. Junor, 
andj continued his studies at the 
University of Leyden, whei'O he 
proceeded to tho degree of D.C.L. 
in 1815. He was called to the 
English bar from the Inner Temple 
in 18 J 9, and practised ns an advo¬ 
cate in the Supreme Court at tho 
Cape of Good Hope from that year 
till 1803. In 1858 he was appointed 
Professor of Law in the South 
African College. He was elected 
President of the Orange Free State 
in 18G3, and subsequently re-elected 
for periods of five years in 1869, 
1874, and 1879. In March, 1882, 
he was created a Knight Grand 
Cross of the Order of SS. Michael 
and George. 

BRANDES, George Maurice Cohen, 
a Danish author of Jewish family, 
was born at Copenhagen, Feb. 4, 
1842, He studied in tho University 
of his native city from 1859-G4, 
applying himself Rvst to Juris- 
1 prudence and thou to philosophy 
and Esthetics. In 1862 he gained 
the gold medal of the University by 
an essay on fr Fatalism among the 
Ancients," and afterwards passed 
the examination for his degree with 
the highest distinction. As soon as 
he had graduated he left Denmark 
x. 2

and spent several years in different 
countries on tlie Continent. He 
■was at Stockholm in 1865 ; passed 
the winter of 18(30-67 at Paris; 
was in Germany in 1868 j and in 
Franco and Germany in 1870-71, 
Ho published " Dualismeni von 
nyeste Filosofi M (" The Dualism of 
the Philosophy of the Present 
Time") in 1866, with referoncc to 
the relations between science and 
faith—a work which exposed him 
to violent attacks from tlio ortho¬ 
dox party ; rf Aesthetic Studies," 
1868 j M Criticisms and Portraits," 
3 870; and “ French ^Esthetics at 
the Present Day," 1870. On return¬ 
ing from his travels he become a 
private tutor in the University of 
Copenhagen, and delivered the 
series of loetures which were pub¬ 
lished at Copenhagen in 4 vols., 
1872-75, under thetitlo of "Hovetl- 
atromninger i dot 10 Aarhundrodos 
Literatur ,J (The Great literary 
Currents of the Nineteenth Cen¬ 
tury"), and subsequently transla¬ 
ted into German by Strodtmann. 
His other works are a Danish trans¬ 
lation of John Stuart Mill's essay 
on the "Subjection of Women, 
18G9 j w Saren Kjerkegaard,” 1877, 
and "Danske Digtere" (Danish 
Poems), 1877. In Oct., 1877, 
Brandos left Denmark and settled 
in Berlin, whore he diligently 
studied and made himself master 
of the German language, which he 
now writes fluently and correctly. 
At Berlin he composed the biogra¬ 
phies " Esajas Tcgner” and “ Ben¬ 
jamin dTsraeli," both published in 
1878. A.t the close of the year 1882 
he returned to Denmark, his fello w- 
countrymen having guaranteed 
him on income of 4*,000 crowns for 
ten years, with the single stipula¬ 
tion that he should deliver public 
lectures on literature at Copen¬ 
hagen. 

BRASSEY, Thomas, K.C.B., first 
Baron, was bora at Stafford, 1836, 
son of Thomas Brassey, the well- 
known contractor for public works, 
and educated at Rugby and Uni¬ 


versity College, Oxford, graduating 
in honours in the modern law and 
history school. He was elected 
for Devonport in 1865, and has 
represented Hastings from 1S68 to 
1886, being appointed Civil Lord 
of the Admiralty in 1880, and 
Secretary to the Admiralty in 
1881. He is the author of " Work 
and Wages," fC Lectures. on the 
Labour Question," " English Work 
and Foreign Wages," "British 
Women,” and "the British Navy " 
in 6 volumes ; has published 
numerous pamphlets on political, 
economical, and naval questions. 
Lord Brassey began his career 
in Parliament, by seconding a 
motion by Mr. Thomas Hughes in 
1869 for an inquiry into the Labour 
Laws. In 1871, ho began the 
first of a series of speeches on 
Naval Administration. The sub¬ 
jects dealt with have included the 
defcnco of the commercial har¬ 
bours, the organisation of the 
Comptroller's Department and of 
the Dockyards, the principal roform 
advocated being a more decen¬ 
tralised management. In treating 
of shipbuilding policy, the objec¬ 
tions to extreme dimensions have 
been strongly urged. The question 
of the Naval Reserves was brought 
forward by Lord Brassey in 
Parliament on several occasions, 
and he succeeded in obtaining the 
consent of tho Admiralty to the 
enrolment of a second class reserve, 
for which the fishing population 
would be eligible. The present 
strength of tlio force is 10,000. 
He also took an active part in 
establishing the Royal Naval Ar¬ 
tillery Volunteers. Lord Brassey 
moved for a select committee 
on the Euphrates Valley Rail¬ 
way in 1871, and for a Boyal 
Commission on Marine Insurance 
in 1875. In 1879 he seconded Mr. 
Chaplin's motion for the ^ appoint¬ 
ment of a Royal Commission on 
Agriculture. In 1874-5 he served 
on the Royal Commission on unsea¬ 
worthy ships, and in 1886 he was 
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appointed a member of the Com¬ 
mission on the defence of the 
coaling stations. As a yachtsman. 
Lord Brassoy has made many 
distant voyages. In 1876-7 he went 
round the world in the Sun¬ 
beam. ” Ha was the first yachtsman 
who obtained a Board of Trade 
certificate for competency to navi¬ 
gate as master. Lady Brassey is 
the author of the well-known work 
"Voyage of the f Sunbeam/" At 
the general election of 1886, Lord 
Brassoy withdrew from Hastings 
and offered himself as a Gladston- 
ian Liberal for one of the divisions 
of Liverpool. He was defeated, 
and on the resignation of Mr. 
Gladstone's Government he was 
raised^to the peerage. 

BREAI, Michel Jules Alfred, a 
French philologist, was horn at 
Landau, Bavaria, of French pa¬ 
rentage, March 26, 1832, He re¬ 
ceived liis early education in 
France, and studied Sanskrit at 
Berlin under Professor Weber. Re¬ 
turning to Paris, he joined the staff 
at the Bibliothcque Imperiale, 
and in 18C2 obtained the Academy’s 
prize for his "L'Etude des Origines 
de hi Religion Zoroastrienne. In 
1861 he was made Professor of 
Comparative Grammar at the Sor- 
bonne, and in 1866 was transferred 
to the College of France. M. Breal 
was elected a Member of the In¬ 
stitute Dec. 3, 1873, and made 
Director of the High School. In 
1879 he was appointed Inspector- 
General of Public Instruction for 
high-class teachers. Among his 
works are fc Hevcule ot Cacus, 
Etude de Mythologie comparee," 
1S63 i " Grammaire comjjaree ties 
Longues Indo-Europtfennes," 1887 
—1872 1 "Quelques Mots sur Pin- 
struction publique en France," { 
2nd aeries, 1872 ; "L’Enseigncment 
de la Langue Frangaise," 1878. 

BRETT, Hon. Reginald Baliol, 
was born in London June 30, 1852, 
and is the eldest son of Lord Esher, 
Master of the Rolls. He was edu¬ 
cated at Choam School, in Surrey, 


and at Eton and Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated in 
1871, and took his M.A. degree in 
1877. At the end of that year he 
was appointed Private Secretary to 
the Marquis of Hartington, then 
the leader of the Liberal party. 
In Sept. 1879, he married Eleanor, 
the youngest daughter of M, Syl- 
vflin Van de Weyer, ono of the 
founders of Belgian independence, 
a member of the Provisional Go- 
verment of 1830, and for many 
years subsequently Belgian Minis¬ 
ter at the Court of St. James. At 
the general election in 1880, Mr. 
Brett was returned to Parliament 
for Falmouth, defeating Sir Julius 
Vogel, the present Prime Minister 
of Hew Zealand. Mr. Brett con¬ 
tinued to act as unpaid secretary 
to the Marquis of Hartington, who 
was appointed Secretary of State 
for India in Mr. Gladstone's Go¬ 
vernment. At the general election 
of 18S5, Mr, Brett contested Ply¬ 
mouth and was. defeated by Mr. 
Edward Clarke, M.P. Mr. Brett 
is the author of several articles in 
the Fortnightly Review , and of cer¬ 
tain letters to the Times on political 
questions of the day, which have 
attracted notice. 

BREWER, The Rev. E, Cobliam, 
LL.D., second son of John Sherren 
Brewer, Esq., "a man of Kent" 
was born May 2,1S10, in Russell 
Square, London, and educated by 
private tutors. He proceeded to 
Trinity Hall, Cambridge, in 1832, 
obtained the Freshmen’s Prizes for 
Latin and English Essays, and 
took his degree in the Civil Law, 
First Class, in 1835. He was oi*- 
dained deacon in 1834, priest in 
1836, proceeded to the degree of 
LL.D. in 1810, and devoted himself 
to literature. In 1850 was pub¬ 
lished liis "Guide to Science,” 
which soon attained a large circu¬ 
lation, and was translated into 
French. Dr. Brewer has also pub¬ 
lished a " Dictionary of Phrase 
and Fable” (18th edition, 1885); 
"Reader's Handbook” (4th edition. 
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1884); " Theology in Science w ; 
"History (political and literary) of 
France/' 1SG3 ; " History (political 
and literary) of Germany /' 1881; 
'* Dictionary of Miracle a/* 1884 ; 
about tliirty educational books/and 
a number of pamphlets under va¬ 
rious pseudonyms. 

BRIALMONT, Alexis Henri, a 
Belgian writer on military sub¬ 
jects, son of General Laurent 
Mothieu Briahnont, was born at 
Yenloo, in tho province of Limburg, 
May 25, 1821. Ho quitted the 
military school at Brussels with 
the rank of sub-lieutenant in 1848. 
Being connected, as an engineer 
officer, with the management of 
the fortifications, he was appointed 
to carry out the works at the for¬ 
tress of Diest. From 1847 to 1S50 
he was private secretary to General 
Chnzal, then M mister of War. In 
1855 he left the corps of engineers 
and became a member of the staff, 
attaining to the rank of Captain in 

1857. In due course he became 
Major-General, and in 1877 Lieu¬ 
tenant-General. He was appointed 
Inspector-General of Fortifications 
and of the Sappers and Minors in 
Belgium in 1875. Lieut.-General 
Brialmont has written many works 
on military history and # tactics. 
Among them are "Precis d'Art 
Militaire/’ 1811, in the "Biblio- 
tli&que Populairc " of the er Socidto 
pour rfiinancijmtion intellectu- 
elle j w "illloge do la Guerre, ou re¬ 
futation des doctxunes des Amis do 
la Paix,” 1819, a pamphlet written 
oil the occasion of the Congress, 
and dedicated to tho army $ u Do la

Ideas upon the Dofenco of Eng¬ 
land/' edited by A. Kinloch, 18G0; 
"Etudes sur la Defense des Etats 
et sur la Fortification/' 3 vols., 
with atlas, J8G3; and several other 
works on similar subjects. 

BRIDGE, John. Frederick, Mus. 
D., was born Doc. 6, 1811, at Old¬ 
bury, Worcestershire, educated at 
Eocheater Cathedral School, under 
John Hopkins, and afterwards be¬ 
came a pupil of Sir John Goss. 
He was appointed Organist of Holy 
Trinity Church, Windsor, in 18G5 ; 
of Manchester Cathedral in 18G9 j 
Professor of Harmony at Owens 
College, Manchester, in 1871; Per¬ 
manent Deputy Organist of West¬ 
minster Abbey in 1876 j and suc¬ 
ceeded to the full offices of Master 
of the Choristers and Organist in 
1882. Ho is also Professor of Har¬ 
mony and Counterpoint at tho 
Eoyal College of Music. Dr. Bridge 
lias composed the oratorio ff Mount 
Moriah;" a cantata * r Boadicea;" 
rr Hymn to the Creator " (the song 
of St, Francis), produced at the 
Worcester Festival, 1881; "Bock 
of Ages" (Latin translation by 
Mr. Gladstone), produced at the 
Bum i n gham Festival, 18S5; church 
music and part songs. He is the 
author ol theoretical works on 
Counterpoint, Double Counter¬ 
point, and Canon, and "Organ 
Accompaniment" — all published 
in Novello’s series of Primers. 

BRIDGMAN, Frederic A., figure 
aintor, was born at Tuskogec, Ala- 
arna, Nov. 1817. His father died 
when ho was three years old, and 
at the ago of ten his mother took 
him to the Northern States, where 
he resided for a few years in Mas¬ 
sachusetts. He then entered the 
American Bank No to Company 
(New York) to learn engraving, 
residing at Brooklyn, where he 
studied painting in evening art- 
schools. Although he made rapid 
progress as an engraver, he pre¬ 
ferred to adopt painting as his art, 
and so resigned his position in the 
Bank Note Company j and in I860, 
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assisted by friends, went to Paris, 
where he studied under Gcr6me in 
the Ecole des Beaux-Arts for three 
years. In 1869, and again in 1870, 
he spent some time in Brittany. 
In 1871 he passed six months in 
London, and the next two years in 
the Pyrenees, on the Spanish bor¬ 
der. The winter of 1872-73 was 
passed in Algiers, and that of 
1873-74 in Egypt, Nubia, and on 
the Nile. In 1875 he received a 
medal in the Paris Solon, and also 
one at the International Exhibition 
of 1878. Soon after he was made 
a member of the Legion of Honour. 
He still resides at Paris. Among 
his pictures are "Up Early," 
" Girls in the Way/ 5 " Apollo 
bearing off Cyrene," "Interior of 
a Harem,” "The Funeral of the 
Mummy," " Illusions of High Life,” 
"Bringing in the Corn,” "The 
American Circus in Paris," "In 
the Pyrenees/’ "The Nubian Story¬ 
teller," "Donkey-Boy of Cairo,” 
"Kybelian Woman," "Planting 
Rape in Normandy," " Le Bain en 
Famille," and “ Mon dernier Prix ” 
BRIERLY, Sir Oswald Walters, 
R.W.S., F.R.G.S., marine painter 
to the Queen, is the son of 
the late Thomas Brierly, EBq., of 
an old English family bearing 
arms granted in 1015, and was born 
at Chester. He was on board 
H.M.S. " Rattlesnakeduring her 
surveya of the Great Barrier Reef 
of Australia, the Louisiade Archi¬ 
pelago, and pai't of New Guinea, 
and in the "Meander ” with Capt. 
the Hon. Henry Keppel, visited 
New Zealand, Tongatabu, Tahiti, 
and many other places; has 
cruised in different ports of the 
world for eleven years on board 
various of H.M. ships—an island 
of the Louisiade, and a point in 
Australia are named after him 
Brierly—was during the first year 
of the Russian war present at all 
the operations with the fleet in the 
Baltic, and afterwards on shore 
and with the fleet in the Black Sea, 
and at operations in the Sea of Azoff; 


he was present by command on 
board the Royal yacht at the great 
naval review at the close of the 
Russian war to make sketches for 
the Queen. In 1867 he was with 
H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh in 
his voyage round the world in the 
" Galatea/’ and his sketches of the 
cruise were exhibited at South Ken¬ 
sington j in 1868he was attached to 
the suite of thB Prince and Princess 
of Wales during their trip up the 
Nile ; he has painted many import¬ 
ant historical marine pictures, the 
principal of which havo been en¬ 
graved. He has been awarded the 
4th class Medjidie, 4th class Osma- 
nie, and the Turkish war medal, and 
is an Officer of the Redeemer of 
Greece. He was formerly J.P. for 
Auckland, New South Wales, and is 
at present Curator of the Painted 
Hall, Greenwich. In 1886, he re¬ 
ceived the honour of knighthood, 
BRIGHT, Sir Charles Tilston, an 
eminent civil engineer, son of 
Brailsford Bright, Esq., was horn 
in 1832, and is principally known in 
connection with the development 
of telegraphic communication from 
its early stages to the present 
time. He was the engineer who 
carried out a large part of the first 
telegraph lines constructed in the 
United Kingdom, including the 
first cable to Ireland laid in the 
spring of 1853. He joined with 
Mr. Cyrus Field of New York in 
projecting the cables to the United 
Stales in 1855, and after demon¬ 
strating the feasibility of the 
submersion and working of such a 
great length of submarine cable 
(the possibility of which was at 
that time doubted by many scien¬ 
tific men), he with hie friends 
raised the capital for the enter¬ 
prise. Finally, in 1858 as Engi¬ 
neer-in-chief he took charge of the 
expedition and successfully laid 
the first Atlantic cable, which 
service was rewarded by the honour 
of knighthood. After laying 
various cables in the Mediterra¬ 
nean and elsewhere, he was en- 
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gaged "by tlie Government of India 
to carry out the communication 
with Europe; which was accom¬ 
plished by laying a cable from the 
head of the Persian Q-ulf to Kurra- 
chce in 18G4 under his personal 
superintendence. Sir C. Bright 
was returned to Parliament for 
Greenwich in 1865 and represented 
that borough for Borne years. In 
IS65 he read an important paper 
at the Institution of Civil Engi¬ 
neers advocating the extension of 
submarine telegraphs to Australia 
and China, and in the same year 
was awarded the gold medal of the 
Institution. In 1868 he laid a 
oable from the United States to 
Cuba, and followed this up in sub¬ 
sequent yearn by opening the first 
telegraphic communications with 
Central and South America, con¬ 
necting the British and other 
colonies of the West Indies, in¬ 
cluding Jamaica, SI. Kitts, Anti¬ 
gua, Dominica, St. Lucia, Bar- 
badocs, St. Vincent, Grenada, 
Trinidad, and Domerara, besides 
the foreign islands of Porto Rico, 
St. Thomas, Guadaloupe, and Mar¬ 
tinique. In 1881 he was appointed 
a Commissioner by the Foreign 
Office to represent England at the 
French International Exhibition. 
Sir Chaises Bright is a Fellow of 
various learned societies and an 
officer of the Legion of Honour. 

BRIGHT, Jftoob, M.P., sou of the 
late Mr. Jacob Bright and brother 
of the Bight Hon. John Bright, 
was born in 1821 and educated at 
the Friends'* School, York, He 
sat for Manchester from 1807 to 
1874, and again from 1876 to Nov. 
1885, when he was defeated; ho 
was returned in 1880 for the 
South-West Division of Man¬ 
chester. Mr. Jacob Bright has 
identified himself with the chief 
Radical movements of his time, 
especially with Women’s Bights, 
and is a staunch supporter o± the 
Liberal Party. 

BRIGHT, The Right Hon. John, 
M.P., is the son of the late Jacob 


Bright of Greenbank, near Roch¬ 
dale, where he was born, Nov. 16, 
1811. Having received the rudi¬ 
ments of a substantial English 
education, ho entered his father’s 
business and became a member of 
the firm of John Bright and Bro¬ 
thers, cotton-spinners and manu¬ 
facturers of Kochdale. At a com¬ 
paratively early age he began to 
address local audiences on social 
and politico-economical topics, and 
he delivered, at a litorary institu¬ 
tion in his native town, a series of 
lectures embodying his reminis¬ 
cences of a Tour to the Holy Land 
in 1835. Though he had taken 
part in the Reform agitation of 
1831-2, Mr. Bright first distin¬ 
guished himself m political life by 
becoming in 1839 one of the earli¬ 
est members of the Anti-Corn Law 
League, which grew out of an asso¬ 
ciation formed in 1838 to obtain the 
repeal of the Corn Laws. In April, 
1813, at a bye-election, he stood as 
a enndidate for the representation 
of the City of Durham, but was 
defeated by Lord Dungannon, a 
Conservative and Protectionist. 
His Lordship was, however, un¬ 
seated on petition, and at the elec¬ 
tion which thereupon ensued in 
July of the same year Mr. Bright 
was returned by a majority of 78. 
He continued to sit for Durham till 
1847, when he was returned for 
Manchester. He made his maiden 
speech in Parliament on Mr. Ewart’s 
motion for extending the principles 
of free trade, Aug. 7,1813. During 
the interval between his election 
for Manchester and the accession of 
the first Derby Ministry to power, 
Mr. Bright’s activity in Parliament 
and on the platform was varied and 
continuous. In the House of Com¬ 
mons he proposed to apply the 
remedy of free trade in land to the 
state of things which produced the 
Irish famine. Ho appealed, unsuc¬ 
cessfully, for the dispatch of a 
royal commission to investigate the 
condition of India, and in 1819 he 
was appointed one of tho members 
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of the celebrated select committee 
of the House of Commons on official 
salaries. In the legislature and in 
the provinces, especially at Man¬ 
chester, he co-operated ’with Mr. 
Cob den in the movement which the 
latter sought to create in favour of 
financial reform, mainly with a 
view to the reduction of our naval 
and military establishments. In 

1851 he voted with those who at¬ 
tempted to censure Lord Palmer¬ 
ston in the Pacifico affair ; and in 

1852 he took a prominent part in 
the welcome given to Kossuth by 
the advanced Liberals of Lanca¬ 
shire, On the formation of the 
first Derby Ministry Mr. Bright 
aided in that temporary re-organi¬ 
zation of the Anti-Corn-Law League 
which the acceptance of free trade 
by the new government afterwards 
rendered unnecessary. He was re¬ 
elected for Manchester, after a 
contest, at the general election of 
1852. With the accession of Lord 
Aberdeen's ministry to power began 
the discussion of the Eastern ques¬ 
tion, his share in which alienated 
from Mr. Bright many of his former 
supporters, Mr. Bright denounced 
the policy of the Russian war with 
energy, but his protests against it 
were stopped by an attack of severe 
illness, and just as the war had 
been brought to a close, Mr. Bright 
was compelled to forego all public 
action. The news of the defeat of 
Lord Palmerston on the Canton 
question reached him while in Italy, 
in March, 1857. Although he had 
necessarily taken no personal part 
in the debate or division which pro¬ 
duced Lord Palmerston's appeal to 
the country, yet he expressed his 
entire approval of the vote of cen¬ 
sure which had been proposed by 
Mr. Cobden, and seconded by Mr. 
Milner Gibson, At the general 
election that enBued, Manchester 
rejected both Mr, Bright and Mr. 
Milner Gibson by larger majorities. 
A few months afterwards, the death 
of Mr. Muntz caused a vacancy in 
the representation of Birmingham; 


the constituency invited Mr. Bright 
to become a candidate; he was 
elected in Aug. 1857, and has con¬ 
tinued to represent that borough 
down to the present time. After 
, 1857 his name was mainly identified 
with a scheme for the reform of the 
electoral representation, by a wide 
extension of the suffrage and a 
more equal distribution of the seats 
with reference to population, and 
alterations in the law of entail. 
He was an uncompromising advo¬ 
cate of the North during the civil 
war in America, and after the close 
of the struggle heronewed the agi¬ 
tation for reform. He visited Ire¬ 
land, and he was entertained at a 
banquet in Dublin, Oct. 30, 1806, 
on an invitation signed by upwards 
of 20 Irish Liberal member's of 
Parliament. On Nov. 3, 1868, 
he was presented with the free¬ 
dom of the city of Edinburgh, 
and in the following month he 
accepted office under Mr. Gladstone, 
as President of the Board of Trade. 
After being absent from tlie House 
of Commons for Borne time in con¬ 
sequence of severe illness, he was 
compelled to retire from office in 
Dec. 18/0. His health having been 
partially restored, he was in Aug. 
1873, appointed to the Chancellor¬ 
ship of the Duchy of Lancaster in 
succession to Mr. Childers, and he 
held that post until the Liberals 
went out of office in Feb, 1874. 
When the Liberals returned to 
power in May, 1880, Mr. Bright 
was re-appointed Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster. On July 17, 
1882, he announced in the House of 
Commons that he had resigned his 
office and retired from the Cabinet 
because he differed from his col¬ 
leagues on their policy in Egypt 
which led to the bombardment of 
Alexandria. On the question of 
Home Rule for Ireland, Mr, Bright 
supported the Unionist opposition 
to Mr, Gladstone's Bill, and his de¬ 
nunciations of the measure wont 
far to ensure its rejection and the 
subsequent return of a Unionist 
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majority to Parliament. Mr. Bright 
was elected Lord Rector of the 
University of Glasgow, Nov. 15, 
1880. A collection of his" speeches 
on Questions of Public Policy ” was 
published in 2 vols., 1868, 

BRIGHT, The Rev. William, D.D., 
was born at Doncastei*, Dec. 14, 
1821«. Prom Rugby School he was 
elected scholar of University Col¬ 
lege , Oxford, whore ho graduated 
in the first class in classics in 1816. 
The next year he was elected a 
fellow of his college, and gained 
the Johnson Theological Scholar¬ 
ship and the Eller ton Theological 
Prize, and in 1849 he proceeded 
M.A. Applying himself to the 
study of divinity, he wag ordained 
deacon in ISIS, and priest in 1860, 
and in the succeeding year became 
theological tutor in Trinity Col¬ 
lege, Gienalmond. He returned to 
Oxford in 1859, and was afterwards 
appointed tutor of University Col¬ 
lege. He was promoted in 18G8 
to the Regius Professorship of 
Ecclesiastical History, and to the 
canonry of Christ Church, which is 
attached to that chair. The Uni¬ 
versity conferred upon him the 
degree of D.D.in 1869. Dr. Bright’s 
works are, "Ancient Collects se¬ 
lected from various Rituals,” 1867 ; 
n A History of the Church from 
the Edict of Milan to the Council 
of Chalcetlon,” I860; " Select Ser¬

BRISSON, EugSne Henri, a French 
politician, born July 91, 1835, at 
Bourges, the son of a lawyer in that 
city, studied law in Paris, and en¬ 
tered the profession in 1859. He 
wrote for the Temps and the Avenir 
National , and established in 1868, 
in conjunction with MM. Lacour 
and Allain-Targ£, the Revue Poli¬ 
tique. As a democratic candidate 
at tlio elections in I860, he was 
I unsuccessful in obtaining a seat in 
the Corps Legislatif, but after the 
Revolution of the 4th Sept., 1870, 
he was appointed Deputy Mayor of 
Paris by the Government for the 
National Defence. This position 
he resigned on Oct. 3. On Feb, 8, 
1871, he was elected as representa¬ 
tive of the Seine in the National 
Assembly, and submitted a propo¬ 
sition of amnesty for all political 
crimes. At the Goneral Elections 
in Feb., 1876, ho was elected for 
the 10th arrondissement of Paris, 
and followed in tho now Chamber 
the samo political line. He was 
one of the 363 deputies who refused 
a vote of confidence to the Broglie 
Cabinet. At the opening of the 
session of 1879, M, Brisson was 
elected Vice-President, and was 
named President of the Budget 
Commission on Feb. 27 of the same 
year. He succeeded M, Gambotta 
as President of the Chamber Nov. 
3,1881, and was re-clectcd in 1883, 
He accepted the office of Prime 
Minister on the fall of M. Ferry in 
1885, but was replaced after a few 
months by M. do Froycinet. 

B R113 T 0 W, Henry William, 
F.R.S., F.G.S., only Bon of Major- 
Gen. Henry Bristow, born in 1817, 
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was educated at Twickenham and 
at King's College, Condon, where 
in 1810-11 he obtained certificates 
of honour of the second and third 
years in the department of civil 
engineering and science applied to 
the arts and manufactures. He was 
appointed Assistant Geologist on 
the Ordnance Geological Survey in 
1812 ; elected a Fellow of the Geo¬ 
logical Society in 1813} promoted 
to tho rank of Geologist on the 
Geological Survey of Great Britain, 
under tho department of Woods, 
&c.; transferred to the depart¬ 
ment of Science and Art in 181 7 ; 
elected a Fellow of the Boyal 
Society in 1862, and an Honorary 
Fellow of King's College, London, 
in 1863; appointed Examiner in 
Geology and Mineralogy under 
the Council of Military Education, 
Oct., 1805 ; promoted to the rank 
of District Surveyor on the Geo¬ 
logical Survey of England and 
Wales, April, 1807; presented with 
tho diploma of tho Imperial Geo¬ 
logical Institute of ’Vienna, 1870; 
and promoted to the rank of Senior 
Director (Director for England and 
Wales), on the Geological Survey 
of the United Kingdom in Oct., 
1872. He is tho author of a ff Glos¬ 
sary of Mineralogy/' 1861; Descrip¬ 
tive Catalogue of the Minerals in 
the Mnseum of King’s College, 
London; of a portion of a Descrip¬ 
tive Catalogue of tlio Bock Speci¬ 
mens in the Museum of Practical 
Geology, London; of r< Memoirs on 
the Geology of the Isle of Wight; ” 
of "A Memoir on the Geologyof 
parts of Hants and Berks,” com¬ 
prised in Map 12 of the Geological 
Survey; of a paper on the Lower 
Lias of Glamorganshire, 1867 ; and 
is joint author (with Mr. W, Whita¬ 
ker) of a paper on the Chesil Bank 
of Dorset, 1869; of various maps, 
sections, and of other publications 
of the Geological Survey. In Feb., 
1880, Mr. JBrist ow was presented 
by the King of Italy with the dip¬ 
loma and insignia of Officer of the 
Order of Saints Maurice and La¬ 


zarus. Mr. Bristow also edited and 
revised the translation of Figuier’s 
"World before the Deluge,” Gth 
edition, 1869and is the translator 
and editor of L. Simonin’s " La 
Tie Soutemiino” ("Underground 
Life") adapted to the present 
state of British mining, 1869, Tn 
conjunction with Mr. B. Etheridge, 
ho published n British Sedimentary 
and Fossiliferous Strata,” 1872; 
and ho has also compiled a " Table 
of British Strata,” showing their 
order of superposition and relative 
thickness. 

BBOADHTTRST, Henry, M.P., son 
of a journeyman stonemason, was 
bom at Littlemore, near Oxford, 
in IS 10, and received some educa¬ 
tion at a village school there. Ho 
worked as a journeyman stone¬ 
mason up till the year 1872, when 
he became Secretary of the Labour 
Bepresentation League. In 1875 
he was appointed Secretary of tho 
Parliamentary Committee of the 
Trades Union Congress. He was 
elected member of Parliament for 
Stoke-on-Trent in 1880 ; was a 
member of the Boyal Commission 
on Eeformatories and Industrial 
Schools in 1881-2 j served on tho 
Boyal Com mission on the Housing 
of the Working Classes in 1881-5 ; 
and at the general election of 
1885 he was returned for the 
Bordesley Division of Birmingham. 
In Feb., 1886, he was appointed 
Under-Secretary of State for the 
Home Department in Mr. Glad¬ 
stone’s Ministry. At the general 
election of 188 G he successfully 
stood for West Nottingham. He 
took a leading part in the passing 
of the Employers’ Liability Act, 
1880, and many other measures 
affecting the industrial classes. 
He is the author of the Leasehold 
Enfranchisement Bill and tho 
Sites for Chapels Bill, and during 
the sessions of 1881-5 he had 
charge of the Deceased Wife’s 
Sister Bill. 

BROCK, Thos., A.R.A., sculptor, 
was born in 1817, at Worcester, 
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■where hia father was a decorator. 
He was educated first at the Uo- 
vorniuent School of Design in that 
city, then came to London and 
studied at the Royal Academy, 
where he obtained both, silver and 
gold Medals. He became a pupil 
and afterwards an assistant ol’ the 
late J. H. Foley, the sculptor. 
After Mr. Foley's death he com¬ 
pleted the numerous works left un¬ 
finished by him, the chief of those 
being the O’Connell Monument in 
Dublin. Among Mr. Brock’s ideal 
works may be mentioned " Sal- 
macis,” " Hercules Strangling 
Antonis,” statuettes of Paris and 
CEnone, and a large equestrian 
group, "AMoment of Peril," pur¬ 
chased for the nation by the Royal 
Academy, Among portrait statues 
may be named Richard Baxter, 
Hubert It likes. Sir Howland Hill, 
Sir Richard Temple, Sir Erasmus 
■Wilson, and the poet Longfellow 
(the hitter for the Westminster 
Abbey Memorial). He was elected 
an Associate of the Hoyal Academy 
Jan. 1G, 1883. 

BEODRICK, The Hon. George 
Charles, Warden of Merton Col¬ 
lege, Oxford, is the second son of 
the late Yiseount Midleton, for¬ 
merly Dean of Exeter, and was 
bom at Castle Kising, Norfolk, 
May 5,1631. He was educated at 
Eton school, and at Balliol College, 
Oxford, taking his degree in 1851, 
and being elected a Fellow of 
Merton College in 1835, He ob¬ 
tained a double first-class at Ox¬ 
ford, as well as the English Essay 
Prize and the Arnold Historical 
Prize. Ho also carried off, in 
1838, the Law Scholarship at the 
University of London, where he 
took th^ degree of LL.B. He was 
called to the bar from Lincoln’s 
Inn in 1839, and for some years 
practised as a hamster on the 
Western, circuit. In conjunction 
with Mr. Fremantle, he edited in 
1803 "The Ecclesiastical Judg¬ 
ments of the Privy Council/’ In 
1877 Mr. Brodriek was unanim¬ 


ously elected by the School Board 
for London to fill a death vacancy, 
being the first member so elected ; 
and he long served on the Council 
of the London Society for the Ex¬ 
tension of University Teaching. 
He took an active part in promo¬ 
ting the University Tests Act, and 
other measures of academical, and 
generally of educational, interest. 
Mr. Brodriek has made several 
unsuccessful attempts to enter the 
House of Commons. He contested 
Woodsfcook in the Liberal interest 
in 18G8, and again in 1874 j and he 
stood for Monmouthshire at the 
general election of 1880. In Feb., 
1881, he was elected Warden of 
Merton College in the place of the 
late Dr. BuUock-Morsham. Mr. 
Brodriek is known to have contri¬ 
buted largely, but for the most 
part anonymously, to the daily 
Press and leading periodicals. A 
selection of articles published under 
his own name, together with two 
more elaborate treatises on 4 ( Primo¬ 
geniture ” and ,f Local Govern¬ 
ment/’ and other occasional essays, 
were re-published iu a volume 
entitled Political Studies” in 
1880. In the following year he 
published a work entitled "Eng¬ 
lish land and English Landlords,” 
being an inquiry into the origin, 
structure, and proposed reform of 
the English Land system ; and he 
afterwards discussed the Irish 
Land question, and the claim of 
Tenant-right for British farmers, 
in tlu'ce articles, which appeared in 
Fraser's Magazine for 1881-2. Mr. 
Brodriek is also the author of 
articles on '• The Progress of 
Democracy in England,” and " De¬ 
mocracy and Socialism,” which ap¬ 
peared in the Nineteenth Century 
during 1883 and 1881. H1 b latest 
contribution to literature is a 
volume entitled " Memorials of 
Morion College.” 

BE0DEI0K, Hon. William St. 
John Fremantle, M.P., eldest son 
of Viscount Midleton, and nephew 
of the above, was bom in 183G 
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and educated at Eton and at 
Balliol College, Oxford. He re¬ 
presented West Surrey in the par¬ 
liament of 1880-85, and after the 
passage of the Redistribution Act 
successfully stood for the Guild¬ 
ford Division of the county, which 
he still represents. In Lord Salis¬ 
bury’s second administration, 1880, 
Mr. Brodrick was appointed Fi¬ 
nancial Secretary to the War 
Office. He manned Lady Hilda 
Charteris, third daughter of the 
Earl of Wemyss. 

BROGLIE, Charles Jacques Victor 
Albert, Duo de, eldest son of the 
eminent French statesman Achilla 
Charles Leonce Victor, Due de 
Broglie (who died Jan. 25, 1870), 
was bom in Paris, June 13, 1821. 
He was educated in the University 
of Paris, where, at an early age, lie 
gained a high reputation as a pub¬ 
licist, and became one of the prin- 
cipal editors of the Corresjmulant, 
in which journal he defended Ca¬ 
tholic interests and the doctrines of 
moderate constitutional liberalism. 
He was secretary of the French 
embassies at Madrid and Romo, 
prior to the revolution of 1848, at 
which period ho retired altogether 
from public life, in consequence of 
his political opinions, until Fob., 
1871, when he was elected Deputy 
for the department of the Eure, and 
nominated by M. Thiers’s govern¬ 
ment French Ambassador in Lon¬ 
don. While holding this appoint¬ 
ment he made frequent journeys to 
Paris, and took an active part in 
the debates in the National As¬ 
sembly. In March, 1872, he was 
instructed to communicate to the 
English government the denuncia¬ 
tion of the Treaty of Commerce. 
At this period the Duke, who, it 
may be remarked, entertains en¬ 
lightened views on commercial 
questions, was accused by the Re¬ 
publican party in the Chamber with 
not having shown sufficient Tespect 
for the form of government which 
he had undertaken to represent at 
a foreign court. Accordingly the 


Duke, who had accepted a diplo¬ 
matic appointment with reluctance, 
asked to be recalled from the Court 
of St. James’s, and his request was 
acceded to. As the acknowledged 
leader of the Conservative party in 
the National Assembly, he moved 
the order of the day which led to 
the resignation of M. Thiers and 
the acceptance by Marshal Mae- 
Mahon of the Presidency of the Re¬ 
public, April 21,1873. The Due de 
Broglie now became Minister of 
Foreign Affairs and President of 
the Council; and for more than a 
year he directed the policy of the 
new government,but having under¬ 
taken a project of a new Consti¬ 
tution, including the establishment 
of a Grand Council or Second 
Chamber, w'hioh was to be invested 
with the power of dissolving the 
Assembly, be was defeated on a 
question of procedure, and resigned 
with his ministry. May 10, 1874. 
At the elections of Jan. 80,187G, 
M. de Broglie was elected a 
Senator by the department of tbe 
Eure j his tern of office expired in 
1885. On May 17, 1877, after the 
bloodle&s coup cVebat called the 
seize Mat, he succeeded M. Jules 
Simon as President of the Council 
of Ministers, Keeper of the Seals 
and Minister of Justice, which 
posts he resigned in December of 
the same year after the elections 
had given a large majority to the 
Republican party. As a writer, 
the Duo de Broglie is well known 
by a translation of Leibnitz's " Re¬ 
ligious System/' 1846 \ his "Etudes 
Morales et Litteraiz’es/ ) 1858; 
" L'Eglise at VEmpire Romain au 
Quatri&me Siecle/’ 6 vole., 1850, a 
work which, passed through five 
editions; " Une Reforme adminis¬ 
trative en Algerie," 1860; " Ques¬ 
tions de Religion et d’Histoire, ,J 
1860; "La 6ouverainet5 Pontifi¬ 
cate et la Liberty/* 1861; "La 
Liberte Divine et la Liberty 
Surname,” 18G6; "Le Secret du 
Roi: Correspondence Secrete de 
Louis KV, avec ses Agents Diplo- 
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matiques,” 2 vole., 1378; "Fre¬ 
deric II. et Marie Thercse 
1882; " Fen^lon u Camhrai d’npres 
sa Correspondance,” 1881; ** Fre¬ 
deric II. et Louis XV., d’aprfes des 
documents nouveaux,” 1885. He 
was elected a member of the 
French Academy in 1802, on a 
vacancy being occasioned by the 
decease of Father Lacordaire. The 
Sultan conferred upon the Luc do 
Broglie the Grand Cordon of the 
Order of the Osmanni ill Oct., 
1873. 

BROOKE, The Rev. Stopford 
Augustus, born at Dublin in 1832, 
was educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he gained the 
Downe prize and the Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor’s prize for English verse. 
Ho graduated B.A. in 185G and 
M.A. in 1853. Ho was curate of 
St. Matthew, Marylebone (1857- 
59); curate of Kensington (18G0- 
63); minister of St. James’s Chapel, 
York Street, St. James’s Square 
(18GG-V5); and became minister of 
Bedford Chapel, Bloomsbury, June, 
1876. He was appointed a Chaplain 
in Ordinary to the Queen in 1872. 
Mr. Brooke id the author of "Life 
and Letters of the late Frederick 
W. Robertson,” 18G5; "Theology 
in the English Poets,” 1874; 
u Primer of English Literature; ” 
and foui* vols. of " Sermons,” 1868- 
77. In 1880 he seceded from the 
Church of England, his reason for 
this step being that he had ceased 
to believe that miracles were 
credible, and that, since the Esta¬ 
blished Church founded its whole 
scheme of doctrine on the miracle 
of the Incarnation, disbelief in that 
miracle put him outside the doc¬ 
trines of the Church. Mr, Brooke, 
however, continues to officiate at 
Bedford Chapel. 

BROOKS, The Rev. Phillips, was 
horn at Boston, Massachusetts, Dec. 
13, 1835, and received tho dogreo 
of A.B. (Harvard University), 
1855. He studied in the Episcopal 
Theological Seminary at Alexan- 
dr ia/Virginaa, was ordained in 1859, 


and in the same year became rector 
of the Church of the Advent in 
Philadelphia, where he remained 
until 1862,when he was transferred 
to the Church of the Holy Trinity. 
Since 1870 ho has been rector of 
Trinity Church, Boston. _ Mr. 
Brooks, whoso preaching is as 
highly valued in London as in the 
United States, is regarded as one 
of the most eloquent of the Ameri¬ 
can clergy, and ia frequently chosen 
us the orator on public occasions. 
In May, 1886, ho was elected As¬ 
sistant Bishop of Pennsylvania, 
hut declined the position. He has 
published "Lectures on Preach¬ 
ing” 1877; " Sermons,” 1878; 

"Influence of Jesus,” 1879; 
" Candle of the Lord,” 1881 j and 
" Sermons Preached in English 
Churches,” 1883. 

BROOME, Sir Frederiok Napier, 
C.M.Cr., son of the late Rev. F. 
Broome, rector of Adderly, Shrop¬ 
shire, waB born in Canada in 1812, 
and emigrated to Canterbury, New 
Zealand, in 1857. Visiting Eng¬ 
land in 1864, he married Lady 
Barker [q. v.J, returned to his 
“ sheep station ” in New Zealand 
the following year, but in 1860 
came back to England. Almost 
immediately on his arrival in 
London, Mr. Napier Broome was 
employed by the Times, and was for 
five years one of the special corre¬ 
spondents of that journal, which 
he represented in Russia at tho 
marriage of tho Duke of Edin¬ 
burgh. He has contributed prose 
and verse to tho Corrihill, Macmil¬ 
lan, and other magazines, and has 
published two volumes of poetry, 
" Poems from New Zealand,” 1808, 
and " The Stranger of Scriphos,” 
1S69. In February, 1875, Mr, 
Napier Broome was appointed 
Colonial Secretary of Natal, and 
in February, 1877, Colonial Secre¬ 
tary of the Island of Mauritius. 
He was appointed Lieutonant- 
Govemor of the latter colony in 
August, 1880; and Governor of 
Western Australia in December, 
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1883. He was nominated a Com. 
panion of the Order of SS, Michael 
and George in 1877, 

BROUGH, Lionelj comedian, was 
born at Pontypool, Monmouth¬ 
shire, March 10, 183G, being tho 
fourth son of Mr. Barnabas Brough, 
and a younger brother of the well- 
known com ic authors/'TheBrothers 
Brought He was educated at the 
Grammar School, Manchester, and 
under Mr. W, Williams, of the 
Priory School, London. His firBt 
employment was in the humble 
capacity of office-boy to Mr. J. 
Timbs, in tho Illustrated London 
News office, in Douglas Jerr old's 
time. Subsequently he published 
the first number of the Daily Tele¬ 
graph, and for five years he was 
connected with the Morning Star. 
Going to Liverpool with other mem¬ 
bers of the Savage Club to give 
amateur theatrical performances in 
aid of the Lancashire Relief Fund, 
he achieved so decided a histrionic 
success that he was offered a regu¬ 
lar engagement by Mr. A. Hender¬ 
son, and accordingly made liis first 
professional appearance at tho 
Prince of Wales’s Theatre at 
Liverpool in 1861, His first ap¬ 
pearance in London was at the 
Queen's Theatre in 1867. Since 
that date he has played the prin¬ 
cipal low-comody characters in 
London and all through the pro¬ 
vinces. He has represented Tony 
Lumpkin, Boh Acres, Marplot, 
Touchstone, and many other well- 
known characters with great suc¬ 
cess. Mr. Brough was manager of 
Covont Garden Theatre for Mr. 
Dion Boucicault during the season 
in ,whioh “ Babil and Bijou " was 
produced. Ho afterwards became, 
for a short time, joint lessee of 
the Novelty Theatre, Great Quoon 
Street. 

BROUGHTON, Miss Rhode, a 
popular English novelist, was bom 
Nov. 29th, 1840, and resides at Ox¬ 
ford. Her principal works are:— J 
" Cometh Up as a Flower/' 1867 j ! 
* Not Wisely, but Too Well/' 1867;, 


“ Red us a Rose is She," 1870 j 
“ Goodbye, Sweetheart, Goodbye/' 
1872 ■ " Nancy," 1873 5 “Tales for 
Christmas Eve," 1873, republished 
in 1879 under the title of “ Twi¬ 
light Stories "i “Joan," 1876 j 
“Second Thoughts," 1880; “Be¬ 
linda," 1883, and fl Doctor Cupid," 
1880. 

BROWN, Ford Madox, a painter, 
by some considered to belong to 
the Pre-Raphaelite school, was born 
at Calais, of English parents, in 
1821. He is grandson of Dr. John 
Brown, of Edinburgh, founder of 
the Brunonian theory of medicine, 
and father of the late Oliver Madox- 
Brown, the author of “Gabriel 
Denver.” Educated on the conti¬ 
nent, his earlier works bear the im¬ 
press of its art. It was not till 
1811 that he took a decided step as 
an exhibitor in England by sending 
two cartoons to Westminster Hall. 
In the competition in 1815 he was 
unsuccessful, though Haydon,in his 
Diary, speaks of his fresco as “ the 
finest specimen of that difficult 
method in tho Hall," Shortly after 
this ho visited Italy. In 1818 ho 
sent liis “ Wicliff reading his Trans¬ 
lation of the Scriptures" to the 
Free Exhibition, near Hyde Park, 
where, in 1849, he exhibited “ King 
Lear," one of his most characteristic 
works. At the Royal Academy, in 
1851, he produced his large picture 
of “Chaucer at the Court of Edward 
the Third," which had been several 
years in progress. This picture, 
among those selected by Govern¬ 
ment for the Paris Exhibition of 
1855, received the Liverpool prize 
of <£50 in 1858. At the Royal Aca¬ 
demy, in 1852, was first seen his 
picture of “ Christ washing Peter's 
Feet," which received tho Liver¬ 
pool prize in 1866, and was among 
the Art Treasures at Manchester in 
1857. After 1852,this artist, though 
exhibiting at times at Liverpool, 
Edinburgh, and other places, did 
not again come before the London 
public till 1865, when he opened an 
exhibition in Piccadilly of 60 pic- 
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tures, and as many cartoons and 
sketches. Hero for tho first time 
were seen in the metropolis his pic¬ 
tures of " The Last of England/' 
“ The Atitumu Afternoon/' " Wil- 
hehnusConquistator/' and "W ork , M 
The labh'tnentioned was longer in 
hand than any of his other produc¬ 
tions, and was considered by the 
painter and his admirers his chief 
work at tliat time. It now hangs 
in the Manchester Art Gallery, 
purchased hy the Corporation. 
Since then he has produced " The 
Coat of Many Colours/'" Cordelia's 
Portion/'“ Elijah and the Widow's 
Son," “Romeo and Juliet/' rr The 
Entombment/' “Eon Juan," and 
“ Jacopo Foscari/ 1 at present in 
different private collections. He 
completed in 1878 a picturo of 
“Cromwell/' representing the great 
Protector dictating the famous 
protest to the Luke of Savoy 
against the cruelties that sovereign 
inflicted on the] Vaudois Protes¬ 
tants. His last oil-picture of im¬ 
portance ia “ Wyclif on Trial/' in 
old St. Paul’s, a composition in¬ 
cluding more than a hundred 
figures, intended to he repeated in 
fresco as one of a series he has 
been engaged on for seven years 
in the Manchester Town Hall. 
The subjects already painted are : 
1st. “The Romans building Man- 
cunium.” 2nd. “ The Baptism of 
Badwine/' 3rd. “The Expulsion 
of the Danes." 4th. "Introduc¬ 
tion of Flemish Weavers." 5th. 
(Unfinished) “Wyclif on Trial," 
John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaster 
defending him. 6th, “ Weights 
and Measures Tested." 7th, 
“ Crabtre Watching Transit of 
Venus.” 8th. “Chetham founds 
his School/' 

BROWH, Henry Kirke, was born 
at Leyden, Massachusetts, in 1814, 
He is the son of a farmer, and 
at eighteen went to Boston, and 
studied portrait - painting. He 
afterwards spent three years at 
Cincinnati, where in 1887 his first 
marble bust was executed. By 


the aid of friends he was enabled 
to visit Italy, and after studying 
there for some time, he returned 
to the United States, and settled 
at Brooklyn, where, having many 
commissions for monumental art, 
he made some improvements in the 
casting of bronze. He was made 
an Academician in 1851. Among 
his principal works in marble are 
the statue of “Hope," the bas- 
reliefs of the “ HyadeB" and 
"Pleiades/' and "The Four Sea¬ 
sons ;" besides several busts. In 
bronze he has executed a colossal 
statue of De Witt Clinton, “The 
Angel of Retribution/' the colossal 
equestrian statue of “Washington," 
in New York, statues of Abraham 
Lincoln, in Now York and Brooklyn, 
and an equoslrian Btatue of General 
Scott in Washington. He now re¬ 
sides at Newburg, New York. 

BROWN, John G., figure painter, 
was horn in the north of England, 
Nov. 11, ]831. He began his art- 
studieB at the age of eighteen, at 
first at Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 
afterwards spent a year at the 
Edinburgh Royal Academy. Re¬ 
moving to America in 1853 he en¬ 
tered the schools of the National 
Academy of Design in New York, 
and in 1856 opened a studio in 
Brooklyn, where lie remained 
until 1860, when he transferred his 
studio to New York City. Ho was 
made an Academician in 18G3, and 
was one of the founders of the 
Water-Colour Society, of which for 
some years he was Vice-President, 
He haB twice (in 1880 and in 1885) 
exhibited at the London Royal 
Academy. His principal pictures 
are “Curling in Central Park," 
“The Longshoreman's Noon/' 
“ Tough Customers," “ The Thrill¬ 
ing Moment/' “ The Passing 
Show," “ The Dress Parade/' “ Tho 
Three (Scape) Graces/' “Left his 
Money on the Piano/' u The Lost 
Child/' “The Transit of Venus," 
“Clear the Track I" “The Dog 
Show," “ A Collection of Antiques, 
“As Good as New!" “The Old 
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Folks at Home,” "Plotting Mis¬ 
chief/' " Under the Weather/' 
"The Wounded Playfellow/' "A 
Jolly Lot/' " The Monopolist,” 
"Day Dreams/' "You're a Nice 
Pup/' and "Watching the Clouds.” 
A number of his worts have been 
photographed and engraved. 

BROWN, Robert, Jun., F.S.A., 
born at Bartoii-upon-Hmuber, July 
6, 1811, is a son of Mr. Robert 
Brown of that to™. He was 
educated at Cheltenham College, 
and is Imown as a writer on archaic 
religion, mythology, and astro¬ 
nomy. His works arc " Poseidon: 
a Link between Semite, Hamite, 
and Aryan/' 1872; "The Great 
Dionysiak Myth/' 2 vols., 1877—8> 
"The Religion of Zoroaster, con¬ 
sidered in connection with Archaic 
Monotheism/' 1879; "The Re¬ 
ligion and Mythology of the Aryans 
of Northern Europe/' 1880 ; " Lan¬ 
guage, and Theories of its 
Origin/' 1SS1 j "The Unicorn/' 
1881; " Tlio Law of Kosinic 

Order/' 1SS2; "Eridanus: River 
and Constellation," 1SS3 j "The 
Myth of Kirkc," 1883; ‘ f Tlic 
Phaino/nenci or r Heavenly Display' 
of Aratos: Done into English 
Verse," 1885. Mr. Brown is a 
member of the Society of Biblical 
Archaeology, a Pellow of the 
Society of Antiquaries, and has 
contributed to Archceologia, the 
Academy, and other publications. 
He is a Solicitor and Registrar of 
the County Court at Barton. 

BROWN, The Rev. William 
Haig, LL.D., son of Thomas 
Brown, Esq., born at Bromley, 
Middlesex, in 1823, was educated 
at Pembroke College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated in high 
honours in 18 AG, proceeding M.A. 
in 1849, and LL.D. in 1864. Having 
held for some time a fellowship 
and tutorship in his college and 
an assistant-mastership at Harrow, 
he became in 1857 Head Master of 
the Grammar School at Kensing¬ 
ton, in connection with King's Col¬ 
lege, London, and was elected 


Head Master of Charterhouse 
School in 1863, on the retirement 
of the Rev. R. Elwyn. Under 
Dr. Haig Brown's mastership this 
famous school was moved from its 
old home in the heart of London 
to the hills above Godalining. In 
1869 Dr. Brown published " Sertum 
Cartlmsianum floribus trium seou- 
lorum contextum. Curti Gulielmi 
Haig Brown, Scholce Carthusians) 
Arehididascali,” and in 1879 a 
history of Charterhouse, called 
" Charterhouse Past and Present." 

BROWN-SWARD, Edward, a 
physician and physiologist, born 
in the island of Mauritius, 1818, 
was educated in his native island, 
and in 1838 went to Paris to 
complete his medical studies. In 
1840 he received the degree of 
M.D. from the faculty of the 
Academy of Medicine. He has 
devoted his time since his gradua¬ 
tion almost exclusively to an ex¬ 
tended Beries of experimental in¬ 
vestigations on important physio¬ 
logical topics, such as the con¬ 
ditions and functions of the 
different constituents of the blood, 
animal heat, the spinal column 
and its relations to diseases of the 
subject, the muscular system, the 
sympathetic norves and ganglions, 
and the effect of the removal of 
the supra-rcnal capsules. He has 
visited England and the United 
States many times, delivering in 
both countries short courses of 
lectures, and instructing private 
classes of physicians in Ins dis¬ 
coveries. He went to the United 
States to reside in 1864, and was 
appointed Professor of the Physio¬ 
logy and Pathology of the Nervous 
System at Harvard University, 
whore he remained four years. 
Returning to France in 1869, he 
was appointed Professor in the 
Ecole de Mddecine at Paris. He 
went back to the United States in 
1873, began practice in New York, 
and with Dr. Seguin commenced 
the publication of Archives of 
Scientific and Practical Medicine, 
tt 
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hut eventually returned to Paris, 
■where he now lives. Ho has pub¬ 
lished many essays. and papers 
giving the details of his discoveries, 
and also “ Lectiu*cs on Paralysis 
of the Lower Extremities/* 1872 ; 
and te Lectures on Functional 
Affections/* 1873. He has received 
several prizes from the French 
Academy of Sciences, and in 1878 
was elected to the chair of medi¬ 
cine in that body, 

BROWNE, The Right Rev. Ed¬ 
ward Harold, D.D. Cantab., Hon. 
D.C.L. and D.D. of Oxford, Bishop 
of Winchester, youngest son of the 
late Col. Robert Browne of Morton 
House, Bucks, born in 1811, was 
educated at Etou, and at Em¬ 
manuel College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated as wrangler in 1832, 
obtained the Crosse Theological 
Scholarship in 1833, the first He¬ 
brew Scholarship in 1834, and the 
Norrisian Prize for a theological 
essay in 1835. He became fellow 
and tutor of his college; after¬ 
wards incumbent of St. James's j 
and of St. Sid well's, Exeter, in 
18 U; was Yico-Principal and 
Professor of Hebrew at St. David's 
College, Lampeter, from 1843 to 
1819, when he was appointed Yicar 
of Kenwyn, Cornwall, and Pre¬ 
bendary of Exeter. The vicarage 
of Kenwyn he resigned for that of 
Heavilree, Devonshire, in 1857. 
In 1851- he was elected Norrisian 
Professor of Divinity in the Uni¬ 
versity of Cambridge, and in 1857 
Canon Residentiary of Exeter 
Cathedral, when ho resigned the 
living of Heavitree. He was con¬ 
secrated Bishop of Ely in March, 
1864. After the death of Bishop 
Wilberforce he was, in August, 
1873, translated to the see of Win¬ 
chester, and appointed prelate of 
the Order of Dig Garter. Bishop 
Browne has taken a warm interest 
in the " Old Catholic " movement 
in Germany, and attended the Con¬ 
gress of M Old Catholics " held at 
Cologne, in Sept. 1872, and at Bonne 
izt 1874, He was Chairman of the 


Committee employed on the Re¬ 
vision of the Translation of the 
Bible, 0 .T. He published in 1850— 
53 an •* Exposition of the Thirty- 
nine Articles/' in two volumes, since 
reprinted in one vol. Svo (12th 
edition, 1882), and re-edited for 
the use of the American Church by 
Bishop William, of Middletown, 
Connecticut; three volumes of 
sermons preached before the Uni¬ 
versity of Cambridge, one tc On the 
Atonement and other Subjects/' 
in 1859 ; the second on “ MeB9iah 
as Foretold and Expected/' in 
1862 j the third in 1872 5 and a 
volume on the "Pentateuch and 
Elohistic Psalms, in reply to Dr. 
Colenso/'inlSGD. Bishop Browne 
is the author of articles in ff Aids 
to Faith/' in rf Smith's Dictionary 
of tho Bible," and in the “ Speaker's 
Commentary j" and of various ser¬ 
mons, pamphlets, and charges. 

BROWNE, The Rev. George For¬ 
rest, B.D., son of George Browne, 
Proctor of the Ecclesiastical Court 
of York, and Anne, daughter of Rev. 
R. Forrest, Precentor of York Min¬ 
ster, was bom at York, Dec. 4, 
1833, and educated at St, Peter's 
School, York, and Catharine Hall, 
Cambridge; graduating in 1836, 
He was Mathematical Master at 
Glenalmond, 1857; ordained Dea¬ 
con, 1858; Priest, 1859, by tho 
Bishop of Oxford; and appointed 
Theological Tutor and Bell Lec¬ 
turer in Ecclesiastical History in 
the Episcopal Church of Scotland, 
1862; Fellow and Lecturer of St. 
Catharine's, Cambridge, 18C3. He 
vacated his Fellowshijj on his mar¬ 
riage with Mary Louisa, eldest 
daughter of Sir J. Stewart Richard¬ 
son, Bart., of Pitfour CaBtle, Perth¬ 
shire, and was rector of Ashley, 
1869-74; Proctor of tho Univer¬ 
sity, 1869-71, 1876-8, 1879-81 j 
Secretary of the University Com¬ 
mission, 1877-81 j member of the 
Council of the Senate, 1874-8 j 
and, since 1880, member of the 
General Board of Studies, and of 
various Boards and Syndicates. 
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He lnia been Secretary of the Cmn- 
' bridge Local Examinations since 
1SG9, und of Local Lectures since 
1877, and editor of the official 
University Reporter , Statuta, Ordi¬ 
nances , Endowments, &c. lie has 
been. University Preacher on vari¬ 
ous occasions, Magistrate for the 
Borough of Cambridge, and is a 
member of the Governing Body of 
Selwyn College. As a member of 
the Alpine Club, Mr. Browne pub¬ 
lished various papers on Alpine 
expeditions in the Co uihill Maga¬ 
zine, on " Subterranean Ice/* in 
Fwser, &c.» and a book on " The 
Ice Caves of France and Switzer¬ 
land," 1SG4. He published “ Uni¬ 
versity Sermons,” in 1879 and 1SS0; 
"The Venerable Bede,” 1880; 
and Binee 1881 has published a 
number of papers on "English 
Sculptured Stones of pre-Norman 
Type.” Mr. Browne’s chief claim 
to public notice lies in his work as 
the principal organiser of the 
highly successful Cambridge Local 
Examinations. 

BBOWNE, Sir Thomas Gore, 
K.C.M.G., son of Robert Browne, 
Esq., of Morton House, Bucks, and 
brother of the Bishop of Win¬ 
chester, was bom in 1807. Enter¬ 
ing the army at sixteen, he served 
for many years with the 28th regi¬ 
ment, acted as aide-de-camp to Lord 
Nugent, Lord High Commissioner 
of the Ionian Islands, and was for 
some time Colonial Secretary. In 
1830 Major Gore Browne exchanged 
into the 41st regiment, and served 
during the occupation of Afghanis¬ 
tan. After the massacre of our 
troops at the Khyber pass, the 41st 
joined Gen. England, and advanced 
to the rescue of Gen. Nott and hia 
troops. During that war. Major 
Browne held the command of the 
41st, and also commanded the re¬ 
serve at the disastrous battle of 
Hykulzie, and,by forming a square 
when the van of the army had been 
broken, was enabled to ropulse the 
enemy, and cover the retreat. He 
held the command of his regiment 
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at the battles of Candahav, Ghuz- 
nee, Cabul, and during the march 
through the Khyber pass, where he 
commanded the rear, and under 
Gen. M’Gaskell at the storming of 
the hill fort at Istaliff, the most 
daring action during the war. 
Major Gore Browne’s gallantry and 
humanity were praised in the gene¬ 
ral’s despatches, which were quoted 
in both Houses of Parliament, and 
for his services he obtained n lieu¬ 
tenant-colonelcy, and was made a 
C.B. On his return with his regi¬ 
ment from India he exchanged 
into the 21st, which he commanded 
until made Governor of St. Helena, 
in 1831, From St. Helena he went, 
in 1851, to New Zealand. On the 
breaking out of the Maori war, in 
the last year of his government. 
Colonel Gore Browne showed a 
vigour which was denounced by 
some persons, but which was essen¬ 
tial in resisting tho land league, 
and the Maori king movement. In 
1801 Colonel Browne, having com¬ 
pleted his term of office, was suc¬ 
ceeded in the government of New 
Zealand by Sir George Grey, and 
he himself succeeded Sir Henry 
Young as Governor of Tasmania. 
He resigned the last-mentioned 
office in Jan., 1809, when he was 
created a Knight Commander of 
the Order of SS. Michael and 
George. Sir Thomas was ap¬ 
pointed Governor of Bermuda in 
July, 1870, and resigned that post 
in 1872. 

BBOWNE, The Venerable Robert 
William, M.A., Ph.D., F.G.S., the 
eldest son of William Browne, 
Esq., of Bennington, Surrey, born 
Nov. 12, 1809; was educated at 
Merchant Taylors’ School, whence 
he was elected Scholar and Fellow 
of St. John’s College, Oxford, and 
graduated B.A. in 1831, taking 
double first-class honours. Having 
been tutor of his college, curate of 
St. Michael’s, and select preacher 
in the University, he was ap¬ 
pointed, in 1835, to the Professor¬ 
ship of Classical Literature in 
m 2 
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King's College, London 5 and ill 
183t> to the Assistant Preachership 
of Lincoln's Inn. In IS 13 he was 
made Chaplain to tliu Bishop of 
Lichfield j in 1841, Senior Chaplain 
to the Forces in London j in 1845, 
a Prebendary of St. Paul’s; in 
1834, Examining Complain to the 
Bishop of Bath and Wells; in 1800, 
Archdeacon of Bath, and Rector of 
"Weston-kiipcr-Maro j and in 1803, 
Canon of Wells. Ho resigned the 
rectory of Weston-super-Mare in 
1870 , in which year he was elected 
nn honorary Fellow of King's Col¬ 
lege, Loudon. Archdeacon Browne 
is the author of "Histories of 
Greece and Romo” in Gleig's 
School Series, and of two elaborate 
•• Histories of Greek and Roman 
Literature/' for winch the degree 
of Ph.D. was conferred upon him 
hy the University of Heidelberg. 
He translated the Ethics of Aris¬ 
totle, with an introductory essay 
and notes, for Bolm's Classical 
Series, and is the author of several 
smaller works and sermons. Ho is 
married to the eldest daughter of 
the late Rev, Sir Charles Hardingo, 
Bart., niece of the late Viscount 
Hnrdinge, G.C.B. 

BROWNE, William Alexander 
Francis, LL.D., formerly Fellow 
of the Royal Society, Edinburgh, 
and various other societies, was 
born near Stirling, in 1805, and 
studied medicine, with special refer¬ 
ence to mental diseases, in Edin¬ 
burgh, France, and Germany. In 
1S3 i ho was appointed physician to 
the Montrose Lunatic Asylum; and, 
four years afterwords, to tlio Royal 
Crichton Institution, Dumfries, 
which appointment he held till 
1857, when the Government made 
him a Commissioner in Lunacy for 
Scotland. Dr. Browne advocated 
the non-restraint system, and his 
work,What Asylums were, are, 
and ought to be,” contributed 
largely to the reformation in the 
hospital treatment of the insane. 
His Annual Reports of the Royal 
Crichton Institution, his advocacy 


of the greatest possible liberty to 
the insane that could be consistent 
with safety, and liis varied illus¬ 
trations of treatment by out-door 
amusements, concerts, <tc„ had a 
great effect in convincing the pub¬ 
lic of the expediency of employing 
kindness and moral influences in the 
treatment of lunatics. He was the 
first person in this country to give a 
systematic course of lectures on in¬ 
sanity, anrl his numerous writings 
and essays have had a marked influ¬ 
ence upon the study of psychology 
as a branch of medical science. He 
was (1807) President of the Medico- 
Psj T chological Association; and in 
the same year he delivered a course 
of Lectures on Mental Diseases in 
Edinburgh University during the 
illness or Professor Laycock. In 
1870 he resigned the Commissioner- 
ship in Lunacy, in consequence of 
impairment of vision. He is now 
again connected with the Crichton 
Institution as Psychological Con¬ 
sultant. 

BROWNING, Robert, poet and 
dramatist, was born in 1812, at 
Camberwell, Surrey, and educated 
at the University of London. His 
father's family being dissenters, 
his mind was trained and his 
character formed under influences 
less peculiarly English than those 
to which youths are exposed in the 
great public schools and Univer¬ 
sities. At the age of twenty ho 
went to Italy, and during his resi¬ 
dence in that country he diligently 
studied its mediaeval history, and 
became acquainted with the life of 
the people. His first published 
attempt in poetry was " Pauline,” 
a tale in verse, to which was ap¬ 
pended "Paracelsus” (1835), a 
dramatic poem-—dramatic in form, 
at least—in which the principal 
character is the celebrated empiric 
and alchymist of the sixteenth cen¬ 
tury, This work did not attract 
general attention; but among the 
discerning few it was welcomed as 
the production of a truly original 
mind, rich in performances, and 
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richer still in promise. In 1837 
Mr. Browning’s tragedy of " Straf¬ 
ford” was presented on the stage 
in Loudon, but it met with very- 
moderate success, in spite of Ma- 
cready’s masterly personification of 
the hero. In 1810 Mr. Browning 
published " Sordello,” a poem, the 
subject of which was drawn from 
the supposed life of the Provencal 
poet, mentioned in the sixth canto 
of Dante’s " Purgatorio.” The 
public pronounced this work to be 
an unintelligible rhapsody, and the 
author himself omitted " Sordello” 
from the edition of his collected 
poems. Between 1812 and 18 JG 
there appeared from his pen several 
successive numbers of a collection 
of dramatic and lyric poems, to 
which he gave the title of " Bells 
and Pomegranates." Among these 
was a tragedy of striking poetical 
power, called "A Blot on the 
Scutcheon,” which was produced at 
Drury Lane Theatre in 1813, hub 
without marked success. Another 
2 >lay of his, * r The Duchess of 
Oleves/’ was subsequently brought 
out at the Hayinarket, Miss Cush¬ 
man personating the heroine. In 
Nov. 18Hi, Mr, Browning married 
Miss Elizabeth Barrett, the dis¬ 
tinguished poet (who died in 1881), 
and after his marriage he resided 
for some years in Italy, chiefly at 
Florence, making occasional visits 
to France and England. In 1810 his 
collected poems were published in 
two vols. in London, and reprinted 
in the United States, His “ Christ¬ 
mas Eve and Easter Day " (1830), 
a poem embodying his impres¬ 
sions of the religious and spiritual 
aspects of the age, was followed hy 
a collection of poems, entitled 
fr Men and ’Women” (1835),one of 
the most powerful of his works. In 
addition to the above works, Mr. 
Browning has published "Xing 
Victor and King Charles" Dra¬ 
matic Lyrics; "Return of the 
Druses; ” " Colombe’s Birthday; M 
" Dramatic Romances; M " The 
Soul’s Errand;” a new volume of 


Poems (1804); " The Ring and 
the Book,” 4 vols .; " Balansfcion's 
Adventure, including a Transcrip¬ 
tion from Euripides,” 1871;" Prince 
Hohenstiel-Schwangftu, Saviour of 
Society” 1871; "Fitine at the 
Fair,” 1872; " Red Cotton Night¬ 
cap Country ; or, Turf and Towers," 
1873; and "Aristophanes’Apology," 
including a Transcript from Euri¬ 
pides, being " The Last Adventure 
of Balaustion,” 1873; "The Aga¬ 
memnon of uEsehylus, transcribed,” 
1877; fe La Saisiaz: the Two Poets 
of Croisic,”1878;" Dramatioldyls,” 
1879; and " Joeo-Seria,” 1883. Mr. 
Browning has specially cultivated 
the arts of music and painting, 
with the history of both of which 
he is minutely and widely ac¬ 
quainted. The honorary decree of 
D.C.L. was conferred upon him by 
the University of Oxford in 1882. 
The "Browning Society,” estab¬ 
lished in London, held its first 
meeting Ocb. 28, 1881, According 
to its programme, " This Society is 
founded to gather together some, 
at least, of the many admirers of 
Robert Browning, for the study 
and discussion of his works, and 
the publication of Papers on them, 
and extracts from works illustrat¬ 
ing them. The Society will also 
encourage the formation of Brown¬ 
ing Reading-Clubs, the acting of 
Browning’s dramas by amateur 
companies, the writing of a Brown¬ 
ing Primer, the compilation of a 
Browning Concordance or Lexicon, 
and, generally, the extension of the 
study and influence of the poet.” 
The second edition, enlarged, of 
"A Bibliography of Robert Brown¬ 
ing, from 1833 to 1881,” compiled 
by Mr. Frederick J. Fumival^was 
published in London, 1882. 

BRUCE, The Rev, John Colling- 
wood, LL.D., D.C.L., F.S.A., bom 
at Newcastle in 1805, was educated 
at his father’s school, at Mill Hill 
Grammar School, and at the Uni¬ 
versity of Glasgow. In 1826 he 
took the degree of M.A., and be¬ 
came LL.D. in 1853. In 1882 he re- 
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ceivod the degree of D.O.L. from 
the University of Durham. Though 
educated for the ministry of tho 
Presbyterian Church, ho did not 
enter orders, but joined his father 
in tho management of his school. 
His father dying shortly after¬ 
wards, he conducted it on his own 
responsibility until the year 1858, 
when he retired into private life. 
During the year 1881 lie held the 
office of “Moderator” or Presi¬ 
dent of the Presbyterian Church 
of England. He has written "A 
Handbook of English History,” 
which has gone through four edi¬ 
tions. All the recent editions of 
the “Introduction to Geography 
and Astronomy,” of which his 
father was the principal author, 
were prepared by him. In 1851 
ho published an historical and de¬ 
scriptive account of the “Homan 
Wall,” in tho North of England, 
a third edition of which appeared 
in I860. Dr. Bruce, in 185(5, pub¬ 
lished 11 The Bayenux Tapestry 
Elucidated,” containing a copy, on 
a reduced scale, of the entire tapes¬ 
try. More recently he has pub¬ 
lished “A Handbook to Newcastle,” 
and a “ Handbook ” for the use of 
Pilgrims to the Homan Wall, which 
has gone through three editions. 
He 1ms edited for the Society of 
Antiquaries of Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne the u Lapidarium Septen- 
trionale,” a work in folio, which 
contains an account of all tho 
monuments of Homan rule found 
in the North of England. This 
book was undertaken at the re¬ 
quest of tho late Algernon, fourth 
Duke of Northumberland, and is 
profusely illustrated by the libe¬ 
rality of that nobleman and others. 

BBtTCH, Mas, musical composer, 
bom at Cologne, Jan. G, 1888, re¬ 
ceived his first musical instruction 
from his mother (me Almenrtidor). 
who was a highly esteemed teacher 
of music, and who often in her 
young days sang at the Rhenish 
musical festivals. At the age of 
eleven Bruch, then a pupil of Karl 


Breidenstein, attempted composi¬ 
tions on a large scale, and at the 
age of fourteen he had already 
brought out a Symphony at Co- 
logno. Prom 1853 to 1857 ho held 
the Mozart scholarship at Cologne, 
and in that capacity he was a 
special pupil of .Ferdinand Hiller 
in tho theory of music and com¬ 
position j and of Karl Reinecke 
(till 1854), and of Ferdinand Breun- 
nung in playing the piano. After 
a short stay in Leipzig, ho resided 
from 1858 to 18G1 as musical teacher 
at Cologne, and was very assiduous 
in composing. On the death of his 
father, in 1801, he set out on an 
extensive tour of study, which 
after brief Btays at Berlin, Leip¬ 
zig, Vienna, Dresden, and Munich, 
ended at Mannheim,where his opera 
“ Lorelei ” (after the text written 
by Geibel for Mendelssohn) was 
produced in 18G3. At Mannheim 
also, between 18G2 and 18G1, he 
wrote the chorus-works, u Frith- 
jof ” “ Komisekor Triumphgesang 
“Gesang der heiligon dreiKonige,” 
and “ Fluchtder lieiligenFamilie.” 
In 186 M3 5 he was again on liis tra¬ 
vels, visiting Hamburg, Hanover, 
Dresden,Breslau, Munich,Brussels, 
and Paris, Then he brought out 
his “ Frithjof ” with extraordinary 
success at Aix-la-Cliapelle, Loipzig, 
and Vienna. From 1805 to 1807 
he was musical director at Coblenz, 
and from 1807 to 1870 director of 
the court choir at Sondershauscn. 
At Coblentz he wrote, among other 
things, his well-known first con¬ 
certo for the violin, and at Bonders- 
hausen two symphonies and por¬ 
tions of a Mass. The opera “ Her- 
mione,” which was produced in 
1872 at Berlin, where Bruch resided 
from 1871 to 1873, had only a succds 
d'estime. The chorus "Odysseus” 
likewise belongs to the period of 
the composer’s residence at Berlin, 
After he had been five yearB (1873- 
78) at Bonn, devoting his time ex¬ 
clusively to composing “Arminius,” 
“ Tho Song of the Bell,” and his 
1 second concerto for the violin, and 
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after he had paid two visits to this 
country for the purpose of pro¬ 
ducing some of his works, he be¬ 
came, in 1878, on the resignation 
of Hoekhausen, Director of Stern's 
Singing Academy at Berlin; and in 
1880 he was nominated to succeed 
Sir Julius Benedict as Director of 
the Philharmonic Society at Liver¬ 
pool. In 1881 he married the 
vocalist. Miss Tuczek, of Berlin. 
In 18S3 it was announced that he 
intended to leave Liverpool and to 
go to Breslau as Director of the 
Music there. Undoubtedly Bruch 
is one of the most celebrated of 
modem G-ernnin composers, and in 
the composition of choruses he 
ranks next to Brahms. His great 
works for mixed choruses, solos 
and orchestra, "Odysseus," "Armi- 
nius," and the “ Song of the Bell," 
as well as those for a male choir, 
“ Frithjof" Salanris," and ff Hor- 
mannenzug," are the chief pro¬ 
ductions of this composer. His 
first concerto for the violin is highly 
prized by all players of that instru¬ 
ment. 

BRUGSCH, Heinrich Karl, Ph.D., 
a distinguished philologist and 
Egyptologist, who by his researches 
on the subject of hieroglyphics has 
attained a European celebrity. He 
was born at Berlin, Feb. 18, 1827, 
and before leaving the Gymnasium 
evinced his fondness for Egypto¬ 
logical studies by a Latin treatise 
on the Demotic writing, 1817- His 
early publications procured for him 
the patronage of King Frederick 
William IV., under whose auspices 
he studied the monuments of Egyp¬ 
tian antiquity in the museums of 
Paris, London, Turin, and Leyden. 
In 1853 he made his first visit to 
Egypt, and was present at some 
of the important excavations con¬ 
ducted under the supervision of the 
French archaeologist, M. Marietta. 
Returning to Berlin, he was ap¬ 
pointed Keeper of the Egyptian 
Museum there in 1864. In i860 
he accompanied Baron Minutoli on 
his embassy to Persia, and after 


the death of the Baron ho himself 
assumed the direction of the em¬ 
bassy. Subsequently ho was ap¬ 
pointed Ordinary Professor of 
Oriental Languages in the Univer¬ 
sity of Gottingen : and in 186S 
ordinary public Professor in the 
Philosophical Faculty of the same 
university. In Sept., I860, Pro¬ 
fessor Brugsch returned to Egypt 
and succeeded M. Mariette as 
Keeper of the Egyptian collections 
at Boulak. He received the title 
of Bey and afterwards that of 
Pasha. In Sept. 1881, he left 
Egypt in order to give a course 
of lectures upon Egyptology at 
the University of Berlin. The 
Professor has published a r ‘ History* 
of Egypta “Demotic Gram¬

Egypt. He took a leading part 
in the International Congress of 
Orientalists held in London in 
Sopt. 1871. An English transla¬ 
tion of his "History of Egypt 
under the Pharaohs, derived en¬ 
tirely from the Monumonts," was 
published in London, in 1879. 

BRUNLEES, Sir James, F.R.S.E., 
Past President of the Institution 
of Civil Engineers, was bom at 
Kelso, Roxburghshire, in 1S16, and 
received bis early education there 
and in Edinburgh. In the latter 
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town he had considerable practice 
as a surveyor under the late Mr. 
Alexander Adie, and in 1838 be¬ 
came assistant engineer to him on 
the Bolton and Preston Railway, 
one of the first lines constmcted in 
this country. Prom 1811 to 1830 
he carried out the extensive works 
of the Lancashire and Yorkshire 
Railway system, with Sir John 
Hawksliaw as chief engineer. In 
1850 he was engaged on the con¬ 
struction of the Londonderry and 
Coleraine Railway, and in 1852 
undertook the difficult works of 
the TJlverston and Lancaster Rail¬ 
way across Morccambc Bay. Since 
that date he has been actively en¬ 
gaged in engineering work both at 
home and abroad, and has also had 
a considerable practice as arbitra¬ 
tor in the settlement of disputed 
contracts, &c. The following are 
a few of the works, in addition to 
those already mentioned, carried 
out by him at home. The Solway 
Junction Railway, which has on it 
a viaduot a mile and a quarter long 
across the Solway Firth, the Clifton 
Extension Railway, the Mersey 
Tunnel Railway, opened in January, 
188U, and of which he was senior 
engineer j the Avonmouth, King’s 
Lynn, and Whitehaven Docks, be¬ 
sides several piers and jetties on 
different parts of the coast. Ho is 
also associated with Sir John Hawk- 
slmw as joint engineer of tbc pro- 

? osod Channel Tunnel Railway. 

te has twice visited Brazil, and 
carried out there the well-known 
Sao Paulo Railway, the Minas and 
Rio Railway, and the Porto Alegre 
Railway, and has received from the 
Emperor the decoration of the 
Order of the Rose. Ho has also 
constructed the Central Uruguay 
and Bolivar Railway, and other 
works of importance abroad. In 
May, 1886, Sir James Brunlees re¬ 
ceived the honour of knighthood 
from the Queen at Windsor. 

BRUNTON, Thomas Lauder, M.D., 
F.R.S., was bora in Roxburghshire 
in 18 and educated at Edinburgh 


University, where he graduated 
M.D. and D.Sc., obtaining honours 
and a gold medal for his thesis 
"On Digitalis," and the Baxter 
Scholarship on Natural Science. 
In 18G7 he made Bouie observations 
on the pathology of angina pec¬ 
toris, whioh, together with the 
knowledge he possessed of the 
physiological action of nitrite of 
amyl, led him to the successful 
application of the drug to the 
treatment of the disease. This 
application affords one of the 
earliest and best marked instances 
of rational as distinguished from 
empirical therapeutics. After 
spending about three years in 
foreign travel and study, ho was 
appointed lecturer on Materia 
Medica at the Middlesex Hospital, 
London, in 1870, and in the follow¬ 
ing year he was appointed to St. 
Bartholomew’s Hospital. In 1S7J* 
he was elected a Fellow of the 
Royal Society. Tn 18SG ho was 
appointed a member of the com¬ 
mission to report upon the treat¬ 
ment of hydrophobia, and wont to 
Paris to examine Pasteur’s system. 
He wrote the section on Digestion, 
Secretion and Animal Chemistry 
in Sanderson’s Handbook for the 
Physiological Laboratory. In con¬ 
junction with Sir Joseph Fayrer 
lie investigated the action of snake 
poison, and discovered that life 
could be greatly prolonged, though 
not ultimately saved, by the use of 
artificial respiration. Ilis work 
lias been chiefly directed to ascer¬ 
taining the action of drugs with a 
view to their application in disease, 
and he has published, alone or in 
conjunction with others, numerous 
papers on this subject, as well as a 
text-hook in which he has treated 
the action of drugs from a physio¬ 
logical point of view. 

BRYCE, James, M.P., son of 
James Bryce, LL.D., of Glasgow, 
and Margaret, eldest daughter of 
James Young, Esq., of Abbeyville. 
co. Antrim, was bora at Belfast, 
May 10th, 1838, and educated at 
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the High School and University of 
Glasgow, and at Trinity College, 
Oxford (of which Jig was a scholar), 
graduating B.A., 1802, with a 
double first class. He obtained 
various University prizes, and pro¬ 
ceeded to study for a time at 
Heidelberg. Ho was elected Fel¬ 
low of Oriel College, Oxford, 1802, 
and became a barrister at Lincoln's 
Inn in 1807, practising for some 
years. In 1S/0 lio was appointed 
Regius Professor of Civil Law in 
Oxford University, and ill 1880 
was elected Liberal member for the 
Tower Hamlets. He was ussistaut- 
Cominissioner to the Schools In¬ 
quiry Commission, 1SG5-0, and in 
18served on thu Royal Commis¬ 
sion on the Medical Acts. In 1885 
lie was elected member for South 
Aberdeen, and wjis appointed Under 
Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs in Mr. Gladstone's Govern¬ 
ment. He was one of the chief 
supporters of the Home Buie Bill, 
and after the dissolution was re¬ 
turned unopposed for South Aber¬ 
deen in 1880, During Ills parlia¬ 
mentary career Mr. Bryce has 
taken a special interest in the 
Eastern Question, in the question 
of Preserving Common Rights, and 
University Reform ; and he has 
carried acts for the Reform of City 
Parochial Charities and for the 
amendment of the Law of Guardian¬ 
ship (known as the "Infants' Bill ”). 
Mr. Bryce's literary works are, 
"The Holy Rmnun Empire” (lbt 
ed. published 1801, 8th ed. 1881; 
translated Into and published in 
German, 1S73 ; do. into Italian, 
1880); " The Trade Marks Regis¬ 
tration Acta, 1875 and 1876, with 
Introduction and Notes,” 1877; 
" Transcaucasia and Ararat, a nar¬ 
rative of a Journey in Asiatic 
Russia in the autumn of 1870, with 
an account of the author's ascent of 
Mount Ararat” (published 1877, 
3rd ed. 1878); numerous articles 
in magazines, mostly political, his¬ 
torical, or geographical, including 
descriptions of Iceland, and of the 


highlands of Hungary and Poland, 
and accounts of various American 
institutions. He has been active 
on various political and social sub¬ 
jects, such as Abolition of Uni¬ 
versity Tusts, Eastern Question, 
Preservation of Commons and 
Open Spaces, City o£ London 
Parochial Charities (carried Act 
for their reform 1833), Amendment 
of the Law of Guardianship for 
the benefit of Mothers, and Uni¬ 
versity Reform. 

BT7CHANAN, Robert Williams, 
writer in verse and prose, born 
Aug. 18H, was educated at the 
High School and the University of 
Glasgow. His first work, "Under¬ 
tones,” appeared in 1860, and was 
followed by "Idyls and Legends of 
Inverburn ” in 1865, and " London 
Poems” in 1806. Mr. Buchanan 
edited ""Wayside Posies,” and trans¬ 
lated the Danish Ballads in 1866. 
His later works are " North Coast 
Poems/' 1867; " Napoleon Fallen: 
a Lyrical Drama/' 1871; “ The Land 
of Lome ; including the cruise of 
the Torn to the outer Hebrides/' 
1871;" The Drama of TCings/' 1S71; 
" The Fleshly School of Poetry,” an 
attack on the poems of Mr. D. G. 
Rossetti and Mr. Swinburne, 1872; 
and "Master Slants,'' 1873. Many 
yeara ngo, his tragedy of "The 
Witchfmder” was brought out at 
Sadler’s Wells Theatre; and a 
comedy by him, in three acts, enti¬ 
tled "A Madcap Prince/* was acted 
ntthe Haymnrket in Aug. 1871. He 
has also contributed to the stage "A 
Nine Days' Queen,” in which his 
sister-in-law. Miss Harriett Jay, 
the novelist, first appeared as an 
actress; and dramatic versions of 
"The Queen of Connaught” and 
"Paul Clifford.” In 1860, Mr, 
Buchanan gave in the Hanover 
Square Rooms a series of " Read¬ 
ings” of selections from his own 
poetical works. A collected edi¬ 
tion of his poems was published 
in 3 vols., 1871. In 1876, Mi\ 
Buchanan published his first novel, 
"The Shadow of the Sword,” 
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which has boon bince followed by 
" A Child of Nature,” 1S79 ; " Clod 
and the Man,” 1681; and " The 
Martyrdom of Madeline.,” a novel, 
1882. A new volume of poems, 
entitled " Ballads of Life, Love, and 
Humour,” and a " Selection " from 
his various poems, -were issued 
simultaneously in 1882. His novel, 
"Love me for ever,” appeared in 
1888, and his comedy, "Lady 
Clare,” was brought out at the 
Globe Theatre on April 11th in the 
same year. " Alone in London," a 
drama written in conjunction with 
Miss Harriet Jay, was produced at 
the Olympic, November 2, 1885, 
and " Sophia,” an adaptation of 
Fielding's "Tom Jones,” at the 
Vaudeville on April 12,1886, Mi\ 
Buchanan has been for many years 
closely connected with the Con¬ 
temporary Review, in which publica¬ 
tion many of his poems and essays 
have first appeared. 

BUCHNER, Friedrich Karl Chris¬ 
tian Ludwig, a German philo¬ 
sopher, born at Darmstadt, March 
29,1821, is the son of a distinguished 
physician in that town. After a 
preliminary education, he was sent 
in 1843 to the University of Gies¬ 
sen, where he studied pliilosophy, 
though he subsequently turned his 
attention to medicine at Strasburg, 
in compliance with the wishes of his 
family. He took his doctor's de¬ 
gree at Giesben in 1818, and then 
continued his studies in the univer¬ 
sities of Wtirzburg and Vienna, 
After practising medicine for some 
time in his native place, he settled 
at Tubingen, as a private lecturer, 
being also appointed Assistant 
Clinical Professor. He was de¬ 
prived of this position, however, by 
the authorities, in consequence of 
the philosophical doctrines pro¬ 
pounded in his famous book on 
"Force and Matter,” 1855. He 
thereupon returned to Darmstadt, 
and resumed practice as a physician. 
In the work referred to—which is 
entitled in German "Kraft und 
Stoff” (Frankfort, 1855 5 8tli edi¬ 


tion, 1861), and which has been 
translated into most European 
languages—Dr. Buchner explains 
the principles of his system of 
philosophy, which, he contends, is 
in harmony with tho discoveries of 
modern science. Ho insists on the 
eternity of matter, the immortality 
of force, tlio universal simultanc- 
ou.suess of light and life, and the 
infinity of forms of being in time 
and space. Dr. Buchner has fur¬ 
ther explained his system in " Na¬ 
ture and Spirit" ("Natur und 
Geist”), 3rded., 1876 j "Physiolo¬ 
gical Sketches" ("Phys. Bilder”), 
2nd eel., 1875; and "Nature and 
Science” ("Natur und Wissen- 
Bchaffc”), 3rd ed., 1874; “Man, 
and lus Place in Nature,” 2nd ed., 
1872; "The Intellectual Life of 
Animals,” 3rd ed. f 1880, and 
several other works. He has also 
contributed to periodical publica¬ 
tions various treatises on physio¬ 
logy, pathology, and medical juris¬ 
prudence. 

BUCK, Dudley, American musical 
composer, was born at Hartford, 
Connecticut, March 10, 1830, His 
parents intended that he should 
enter mercantile life, but he showed 
from his earliest years stioh a de¬ 
cided musical taste that the plan 
was abandoned, and in 1858 he 
went to Europe for a thorough 
musical education. He studied 
three years at Leipzig and Dresden, 
and one at Pans, \mder Haupt¬ 
mann, Richter, Eietz, Moscheles, 
Plaidy, and Schneider.

subjects. In 1852 Dr. Bucknell, 
through the influence of the late 
Earl Fortehcue, obtained the per¬ 
mission of the Government that 
the 1st Devon and Exeter Volun¬ 
teer Rifles should he embodied, 
and he was the first recruit of this 
the primary regiment of the new 
volunteer movement. 

BTTFFET, Louis Joseph, a French 
politician, horn at Mireeourt 
(Vosges), Oct. 26, 1818, prac¬ 
tised as an advocate before the 
revolution of 1818, when, being 


returned as a representative of the 
people by the department of the 
Vosges, ho voted as a rule with the 
old dynastic Left, which become 
the Right of the Constituent As¬ 
sembly, and distinguished himself 
by his zealous opposition to 
socialism. Ho accepted the repub¬ 
lican constitution, and declared 
that General Cavaignac had de¬ 
served well of hia country. After 
the election of Dec. 10, he gave in 
hia adhesion to the Government of 
Louis Napoleon, who entrusted him 
with tho portfolio of commerce and 
agriculture after the dismissal of 
M. Bixio. Both as minister and as 
representative he supported the 
party of order, but he refused to 
follow completely the policy of the 
Ely see, and accordingly he quitted 
the Ministry with the late M. 
Odilon Barrot, Dec. 31, 1819. Re¬ 
elected by his department, at the 
head of the poll he exercised a 
great influence in the Legislative 
Assembly. After the crisis which 
followed the dismissal of General 
Ohangaraier, he returned to office 
with M. Leon Foucher, April 10, 
1851, and in that parliamentary 
cabinet he represented the ideas of 
the majority. He resigned with 
liis colleagues (Oct. 11, 3 851), when 
the President declared in favour of 
the withdrawal of the law of May 31. 
A few days later ho was nominated 
a Chevalier of the Legion of Honour. 
After tho coup cVdtatof Dec. 2,1851, 
M. Buffet declined to accept any 
public aj)pihutment for several 
years, except that of member of the 
Oonseil-General for tho canton of 
Thillot. In 1863, however, he emno 
forward as an opposition candidate 
in tho first circonscription of the 
Vosges, and was elected. M. Buffet 
quickly became one of the moat 
prominent members of the Corps 
Legislatif, where he was one of 
the leaders of a "Tiers Parti,” 
which endeavoured to reconcile 
Liberal reforms with loyalty to the 
dynasty. He was re-elected for his 
department in May, I860, and in 
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tlie short session which began 
in the following month, he greatly 
contributed to the victory of the 
Liberal centre, and was one of tho 
promoters of the famous demand 
of interpellation, signed by 110 
deputies, which elicited the message 
and the project of the senatus ron- 
&u?£e, containing the promise of a 
return to parliamentary govern¬ 
ment. After the prolonged nego¬ 
tiations in connection-with which 
his name was so constantly men¬ 
tioned, respecting the formation of 
the first parliamentary ministry, 
M. Buffet beenrne a member, as 
Finance Minister, of the cabinet 
formed by M. Einilo OUivier, on 
Jan. 2, 1870. His financial policy 
gave general satisfaction; but when 
M, Oflivier consented to the j)lebis~ 
cite, M. Buffet deemed it his duty 
to resign at the same time as Iris 
colleague, M. Daru (April 10). 
After tho disaster of Sedan, and 
the revolution of Sept. 4, he retired 
for a short time into private life. 
However, at tho elections of Feb. 8, 
lb71, lie was returned by his de¬ 
partment—again at the head of the 
poll—to the National Assembly. 
M. Thiers offered him the portfolio 
of Finance, hut he declined it, for 
fear of the susceptibilities which 
might be wounded on account of 
his having held office under the 
Empire. M. Buffet took his seat in 
the Bight Centre, and soon assumed 
an attitude of marked hostility 
towards M. Thiers. On April 4, 

1873, he was elected President of 
the National Assembly in the place 
of M, Grevy, resigned j and he was 
re-elected to that office May 13, 

1874. He wa9 again elected, and 
for the last time, to the same office, 
March 1, 1875, although at that 
date he was officially engaged in 
the formation of a new cabinet to 
replace the Chabaud-Latour Minis¬ 
try. On March 10,1875, M. Buffet 
was appointed Vice-President of 
the Council, and Minister of the 
Interior. While holding this office 
he made himself extremely ob¬ 


noxious to the Republican party. 
At the elections of Jan. 187(3, he 
did not succeed in obtaining a seat 
in the Assembly, his candidature 
failing at Mire court, Bourges, Cas- 
telsarrasin, and Commercy. He 
therefore resigned tho Vice-Presi¬ 
dency of the Council of Ministers. 
On June 10, I87G, the Senate 
elected him a Life Senator by 111 
votes a ainst 112. 

BfiliOW, Hans Guido von, was born 
at Dresden, Jan. 8,1830. He began 
his musical education under Frede¬ 
rick Week, the father of Madame 
Schumann. In 1818 he was sent to 
the University of Leipzig to stndy 
jurisprudence, his parents having 
always regarded music as a mere 
pastime, but he continued his 
studies in counterpoint under 
Hauptmann. In the following year 
he entered the University of Berlin, 
and took great interest in thu 
political movements of the time, 
contributing to a democratic 
journal Vic Abendjiozt, In this 
paper he first began to defend the 
musical doctrines of tlie new 
German school, led by Libzt and 
Wagner. After hearing a per¬ 
formance of " Lohengrin " at Wei¬ 
mar in 1850, he threw aside his 
law studies, went to Ztuioh, 
and placed himself under the 
guidance of Wagner. In June, 
1851, he became a pupil of Liszt, 
and two years later made his first 
concert torn*. From 1855 to 1864 
he occupied the post of principal 
Master of pianoforte playing at the 
conservatorium of Professors Stem 
and A. B. Marx, at Berlin. In 
1861 he was called to Munich as 
principal conductor at the Koyal 
Opera, and director of the Con- 
servatorinm. He thero organised 
performances of Wagner's "Tristan 
und Isolde" and "Die Meister- 
singer von Nfimberg.” In 1809 
he left Munich and lias since 
given concerts in Italy, Germany. 
Russia, Poland, England, and 
America. In January, 1878, he 
was appointed Kbniglicher Hof- 
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kapellmeister tit Hanover. Among 
his most important compositions 
are '* Nirwnna, Syniphonisehes 
Stimmungsbikl; ** music to Shake¬ 
speare’s <f Julius Caesar;” "Des 
Sanger’s Fluclij” '* Vier Cliarak- 
terstucke fur Qrchester i ** ft II Car- 
novale cli Milano.” 

BULLER, Colonel Sir Reivers 
Henry, V.U., K.C.M.G., C.B., son 
of the lato Mr. James "Wentworth 
Buller,M.P., of Downes, Crediton, 
Devonshire, was born in 1830, 
entered the 00th Rifles in 1S58, and 
attained the rank of colonel in 
1S70. He served successively in 
China (1SG0), with the Rod River 
expedition (1870), in the Ashantee 
war* (1875), in the Kaffir war (1878), 
and in the war in Zululand (1878-9), 
where he greatly distinguished 
himself, and won the Victoria Cross. 
Ho was created a Knight Com¬ 
mander of the Order of SS. Michael 
and George in Nov. 1882, for the 
services he rendered as Head of 
the Intelligence Department in 
Egypt. Latterly he was appointed 
Deputy Adjutant-General at the 
War Office, but on the accession of 
Lord Salisbury to power in the 
Bummer of 188G, ho was sent to 
Ireland as Special Commissioner 
to investigate and deal with the 
outrages in the disturbed districts 
of Kerry and Cork. 

BULLOCK, The Rev. Charles, 
B.D., was born in 1829, and edu- 
#ated at St. Bee’s College, Cum¬ 
berland. After holding several 
parochial cures, he devoted himself 
to popular literature j and in re¬ 
cognition of his services in this 
direction the Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury conferred on him the degree 
of B.D. The magazines edited 
by him aro The Fireside (first pub¬ 
lished in 18G1), Home Words , which 
in its localized form is known 
throughout the country, and The 
Day of Days , for Sunday reading. 
In 1876 he founded Hand and Heart, 
as a penny illustrated Church of 
England newspaper. Recently its 
title has been changed to The 


Church Standard, as more in keep¬ 
ing with its distinctive features. 
Hand and Heart still appearing as 
a monthly Bocial and temperance 
paper. Mr. Bullock has written a 
large number of religious hooks. 

BUNSEN, Robert Wilhelm 
Eberhard, chemist born March 13, 
1811, at Gijttingen, where his 
father was professor of Occidental 
literature ; studied in the univer¬ 
sity the physical and natural 
sciences, and completed his educa¬ 
tion at Paris, Berlin, and Vienna. 
Having taken liis degrees for teach¬ 
ing chemistry at Gbttingen in 1833, 
he succeeded W&hler throe years 
later as professor of this science in 
the Polytechnic Institution at 
Cassel. In 1838 ho was appointed 
Assistant Professor in the Univer¬ 
sity of Marburg; became Titular 
Professor in 1811, then Director of 
the Chemical Institute. In 1851 lie 
passed to the University of Breslau, 
and in 1852 to the University of 
Heidelberg. Some years ago Pro¬ 
fessor Bunsen declined a call to 
Berlin which he received at the 
same time as Professor Kirchhoff, 
with whom he is the founder of 
stellar chemistry. He has made 
many important discoveries, and 
the charcoal pile which hears his 
name is in very extensive use. 
From the spectrum analysis down 
to the simplest manipulations 
of practical chemistry, his numer¬ 
ous discoveries have rendered the 
most distinguished services to 
science; and he possesses at the 
same time the rare gift of being 
an eminent and most inspiring 
teacher, his lessons being at¬ 
tended by students from Eng¬ 
land and all parts of the Con¬ 
tinent. The University of Ley¬ 
den conferred on him the honorary 
degree of M.D. in Feb. 1875, In 
July, 1877, the University of Hei¬ 
delberg commemorated the 26th 
anniversary of Professor Bunsen’s 
election to the Chair of Experi¬ 
mental Chemistry. In Jon. 1883, 
he was appointed one of the eight 
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Foreign Associates of tlie Paris 
Academy of Sciences. 

BTJEDETX-COTTTXS, Xlie Right 
Hon. Angela Georgina, Baroness, is 
the youngest daughter of the late 
Sir Francis Burdett, Baronet, and 
rand-daughter of Mr. Thomas 
outts. In 1837 she succeeded to 
the great wealth of Mr. Coutts, 
through hia widow, once the fasci¬ 
nating Miss Mellon, who died 
Duchess of St. Albans. The ex¬ 
tensive power of benefiting her less 
fortunate fellow - creatures thus 
conferred, the Baroness Burdett- 
Coutts has wisely exercised, chiefly 
by working out her own well-con¬ 
sidered projects. A consistently 
liberal churchwoman in purse and 
opinions, her munificence to the 
Establishment is historical. Be¬ 
sides contributing large sums to¬ 
wards building new ohurehes and 
new schools in various poor dis¬ 
tricts throughout the country. Miss 
Coutts erected and endowed, at her 
sole cost, the handsome church of 
St. Stephen's, Westminster, with 
its three schools and parsonage; 
and more recently, another church 
at Carlisle, She endowed, at an 
outlay of .£30,000, the three colo¬ 
nial bishoprics of Adelaide, Cape 
Town, and British Columbia j be¬ 
sides founding an establishment in 
South Australia for the improve¬ 
ment of the aborigines. She also 
supplied the funds for Sir Henry 
James's Topographical Survey of 
Jerusalem; and offered to restore 
the ancient aqueducts of Solomon 
to supply that city with water—a 
work, however, which the Govern¬ 
ment did not fulfil, In no direc¬ 
tion are the Baroness's sympathies 
so fully expressed as in favour of 
the poor and unfortunate of her 
own box, Her exortions in the 
cause of reformation, as well as in 
that of education, have been nu¬ 
merous aud successful. For young 
women who had lapsed out of well¬ 
doing, she provided a shelter and 
a means of reform, in a " Homo" 
at Shepherd's Bush. Nearly half 


the ca&es which passed through her 
reformatory during the seven years 
it existed resulted in new and pros¬ 
perous lives in the colonies. Again, 
when Spitalflelds became ft mass of 
destitution, Miss Coutts began a 
sewing - school them for adult 
women, not only to ho taught, but 
to be fed and provided with work ; 
for which object Government con¬ 
tracts are undertaken anti success¬ 
fully oxeouted. Nurses are sent 
daily from this tinpretending cha¬ 
rity in Brown's Lane, Spitalfields, 
amongst the sick, who are provided 
with medical comforts; while out¬ 
fits are distributed to poor servants, 
and clothing to deserving women. 
In 1859 hundreds of destitute hoys 
wore fitted out for the Koyal Navy, 
or placed in various industrial 
homes. In the terrible winter of 
1861 tho frozen-out tanners of 
Bermondsey were aided, and at 
the same time she suggested the 
formation of tho East London 
Weavers' Aid Association, by whose 
assistance many of the sufferers 
from decaying trade were ablo to 
remove to Queensland. One of the 
black spots of London in that 
neighbourhood, once known to and 
droaded by the polico as Nova 
Scotia Gardens, was bought by 
Miss Coutts, and, upon that area 
of squalor and refuse, she erected 
the model dwellings called Co¬ 
lumbia Square, consisting of sepa¬ 
rate tenements let at low weekly 
rentals to about two hundred 
families. Close to it is Columbia 
Market, one of the handsomest 
architectural ornaments of North- 
Eastern London. The Baroness 
takes great interest in judicious 
emigration. When a Blimp cry of 
distress arose some years ago in 
the town of Girvau, in Scotland, 
she advanced a large sum to enable 
the starving families to seek better 
fortune in Australia. Again, the 
people of Cape Clear, Shirkin, dose 
to Skibbereen, in Ireland, when 
dying of starvation, were relieved 
from the same source, by emigra- 
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tion, and By the establishment of 
a store of food and clothing j By 
efficient taeklo, and By a vessel to 
help thorn in their chief mcaus of 
livelihood—fishing. Miss Coutts 
materially assisted Sir James 
Brooke in improving the condition 
of tlie Dynks of Sarawak, and n 
model farm is still entirely sup¬ 
ported By her, from which the 
natives have learnt such valuable 
lessons in agriculture that the pro¬ 
ductiveness of their country has 
heen materially improved. Taking 
a warm interest in the reverent 
preservation and ornamental im¬ 
provement of our town church¬ 
yards, and having, as the possessor 
of the great tithes of the living of 
Old St. Pancras, a special connec¬ 
tion with that parish, the Baroness, 
in 1677, laid out the churchyard as 
a garden for the enjoyment of the 
surrounding poor, Besides erecting 
a memorial sun-clial to its illus¬ 
trious dead. In the Scame year, 
when accounts were reaching this 
country of the sufferings oi the 
Turkish and Bulgarian peasantry 
flying from their homes Before the 
Russian invasion. Lady Burdett- 
Coutts instituted the Turkish Com¬ 
passionate Fund, a charitable or¬ 
ganization By means of which the 
sum of nearly <£30,000, contributed 
in money and stores, was entrusted 
to the British Ambassador for dis¬ 
tribution, and saved thousands 
from starvation and death. In 
recognition of her important ser¬ 
vices, the Order of the Modjidjo 
was conferred upon her. This is 
but an imperfect enumeration of 
the Baroness's good works as a 
public Benefactress. The amount 
of her private charities it is impos¬ 
sible to estimate. She is a liberal 
and discriminating patroness of 
artists in every department of art ; 
being herself accomplished in many 
of them. Her hospitality is as com¬ 
prehensive as her charity, not only 
to the great world, but to the poor. 
The beautiful gardens and grounds 
of her villa at Highgate are con- 


1 stautly thrown open to school chil- 
f dren in thousands. In June, 1871, 
Mi$3 Coutts was surprised by the 
prime minister with the offer from 
her Majesty of a peerage, which 
t honour was accepted. Her lady- 
1 ship was admitted to the free¬ 
dom of tho City of London, July 
11, 1872, and to the freedom of the 
City of Edinburgh, Jan. 15, 1871. 
On Nov. 1,1880, the Haberdashers' 
Company publicly conferred their 
freedom and livery on the Baroness 
Burdett-Coutts in recognition of 
her judicious and extensive Bene¬ 
volence and her mimiflcont support 
of educational, charitable, and ro- 
ligiaud institutions, and efforts 
throughout tho country. She has 
since become a member of the 
Turners* Company, and was re¬ 
ceived with great enthusiasm dur¬ 
ing a recent visit to Ireland, whore 
she had previously organised a 
fishing fleet, having its head quar¬ 
ters in Bantiy Bay. The Baroness 
has also taken a leading part in 
promoting and supporting the Chil¬ 
dren’s Protection Society, of which 
she was at once asked to become 
President on the death of the late 
Lord Shaftesbury. She has also 
given valuable assistance in orga¬ 
nising and supplying funds for the 
penny dinners for children. The 
Baroness was married on Feb. 12, 
1881, to Mr. William Lehman Asli- 
mead Bartlett, who obtained the 
royal licence to use the surname 
of Burdett-Coutts. 

BURGESS, James, LL.D., C.I.E., 
F.E.G.S., &c., Director-General of 
the Archaeological Survey of Tndia, 
was Born in the parish of Kirkma- 
hoe, Dumfriesshire, in 1832. He 
studied architecture for some time. 
But devoted attention also to ma¬ 
thematical studies. In 1866 he

Patrick ; in 1861 he received 
the honour of knighthood j in 18G2 
the University of Dublin conferred 
upon him the honorary degree of 
LL.D.; in 1807 he was appointed 
Keeper of the State Papers of Ire¬ 
land ; and on Dec. 7, 1H08, created 
a Companion of the Bath. He was 
appointed the successor of the late 
Chief Baron Pigott as Governor of 
the National Gallery of Ireland in 
Oct. 1871. 

BURKE, The Rev. Thomas N., 
was born in the town of Galway, 
Ireland, in 1830. At the age of 
seventeen he went to Rome and 
from thence to Perugia, where ho 
entered the Order of St. Dominic. 
Prom Perugia he was again sent 
to Rome, where ho studied theo¬ 
logy at the College of the Minerva 
and Santa Sabina. After having 
thus spent five years in Italy he was 
sent by the superior of his Order to 
England, where he was ordained 
priest. He Bpent four years on the 
English mission in Gloucestershire, 
and was then sent to Ireland to 
found a novitiate and house of 
studies for his Order at Tallaght 
near Dublin, where he remained 
seven years. He was next sent to 
Rome as Superior of the monastery 
of Irish Dominicans at San Cle¬ 
mente. After the death of Cardinal 
Wiseman, Father Burke succeeded 
Dr. Manning as preacher of the 
Lenten Sermons in English in the 
church of Santa Maria del Popolo. 
He continued to preach these ser¬ 
mons for five years. After his 
return to Ireland he was attached 
to St. Saviour's Dominican Church 
in Dublin. In 1872 he visited the 
United States, having been ap¬ 
pointed visitor to the houses of 
the Dominican community on the 
American continent. He delivered 
sermons and lectures in all parts 
of the Union and acquired extra¬ 
ordinary popularity as on orator. 


Father Burke has since returned 
to his native country. His works 
are: "English Misrule in Ireland,” 
a course of lectures in reply to Mr. 
Fronde, 12mo , New York, 1873, a 
work which caused some excite¬ 
ment at the time j " Ireland's Case 
stated in Reply to Mr. Froude,” 
New York, 1873; "Lectures and 
Sermons," New York, 1873 j “ Lec¬ 
tures on Faith and Fatherland,” 
1871. 

BURMEISTER, Hermann, natu¬ 
ralist, was born at Stralsund, Prus¬ 
sia, Jan. 15,1807. While a student 
of medicine at Halle, he was 
encouraged by Professor Nitzch to 
study zoology, and particularly 
entomology. Becoming n doctor in 
1829, he made his first appearance 
as an author in the domain of 
natural history, with a " Treatise 
on Natural History,” published at 
Ilallo in 1830. On the death, of 
Professor Nitzch, in IS 12, ho suc¬ 
ceeded him in the chair of zoology 
in the University of Halle. He 
has written numerous articles on 
zoological subjects in the scientific 
journals of Germany j several mo¬ 
nographs in a distinct form, such 
as "The Natural History of the 
Calaudra Species,” published in 
1837, and a " Manual of Entomo¬ 
logy.” Professor BurmeisLer 1ms 
occupied himself in disseminating 
correct notions of geology among 
the educated classes j and with this 
view delivered a series of lectures, 
which were well attended. They 
were collected and published in 
two works, w The History of Crea¬ 
tion,” Leipzig, 1813, and “ Geolo¬ 
gical Pictures of the History of the 
Earth and its Inhabitants,” 1851, 
both of which were well received. 
During the revolutionary fervour 
of 1818, Professor Burmeister was 
sent by the city of Halle as Deputy 
to the National Assembly, and sub¬ 
sequently by the town of Leignitz 
to the first Prussian Chamber. 
He took his place on the Left, and 
remained until the end of the ses¬ 
sion, when, on account of failing

health, ho was obliged to demand 
leave of absence, which lie turned 
to account by two years' travel in 
the Brazils, and he published “ The 
Annuals of the Brazils/' 1851-313. 
On his return to Europe he resumed 
his post in the University of Halle, 
but in 18131 he resigned his chair 
and repaired to Bueno3 Ayres, 
whore lie became Director of the 
Museum of Xatural History founded 
by himself, and in 1870 Curator of 
the newly established University 
of Cordova. He has since pub¬ 
lished “ Sketches of Brazil/' 1853 ;

BURN AND, Francis Cowley, born 
in 1837, and educated at Eton and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
ho founded the Club known as the 
A.D.C. or Amateur Dramatic Club, 
of which the Prince of TVales sub¬ 
sequently became the Honorary 
President, was called to the bar in 
1802. Mr. Burnand, who is the 
author of about a hundred dramatic 
pieces, principally burlesques, is 
now editor of Punch , for which 
periodical his chief work was the 
now well-known serial “ Happy 
Thoughts.” His burlesque of 
Douglas Jerrold’s nautical drama, 
“Black-eyed Susan,” achieved a 
“run” of over 400 consecutive 
nights at the Royalty Theatre, 
Deaii Street, Soho, and later his 
comedy of “ The Colonel 99 enjoyed 
a similar run at the Prince's 
Theatre in Tottenham Court Hoad, 
which has now disappeared. In 
1879 he published “ The f A.D.C.’; 
being Personal Reminiscences of 
the University Amateur Dramatic 
Club, Cambridge;” and in July, 
1830, he became editor of Punc7t on 
the death of Mr. Tom Taylor. . 

BURNE-JONES, Edward, A.R.A., 
was born in Birmingham,Aug.1833, 
and educated at King Edward’s 
School in that town. He entered 
Exeter College, Oxford/853,but loft 
before taking nny degree. In order 


to become tin artist. He came to 
London for this purpose in the 
beginning of 185(3, and entered no 
school of art, but drew much from 
life, and watched Rossetti tit work 
in his studio when that was possi¬ 
ble. He received the honorary 
degree of D.C.L. at Oxford in 
1881, and an Honorary Fellowship 
given by Exeter College; was 
elected President oi tlio Royal 
Birmingham Society of Artists, 
1885; re-elected, 1880, and elected 
Associate of the Royal Academy of 
Arts, 1885. His principal oil paint¬ 
ings are triptych of “Annuncia¬ 
tion and Nativity/* in St. Paul’s 
Church, Brighton, 1801; “Venus’ 
Mirror,” “Chant d’Amour,” “Laus 
Veneris,” “ Feast of Peleus/’ “Mer¬ 
lin and Vivien,” “The Tree of 
Forgiveness; ” four pictures of 
“Pygmalion and the Image,” “The 
Golden Stair,” “The Annunci¬ 
ation/’ “The Mill/* “The Hours,” 
“ The 'Wheel of Fortune/’ “ Co- 
phetun and the Beggar Maid,” 
“The Resurrection,” and ('his first 
picture shown at the R. A.), “ The 
Depths of the Sea.” His prin¬ 
cipal water-colours are “ The Wine 
of Circe,” “ 8t, Dorothy,” “ Love 
among the Ruins,” “ Tempcran- 
tia,” “ Spos,” “Fides,” “ Caritas,” 
“The Days of Creation,” “Dies 
Domini,” “ Spring,” “ Summer,” 
“Autumn,” “Winter,” "Day,” 
"Night.” Mr. Burne-Jones has also 
designed for stained glass, his best- 
known work of this nature being 
the St. Cecilia window of Christ 
Church, Oxford. He has also 
lately designed a fine mosaic for 
the apse of the American Church 
at Rome. His pictures have been 
chiefly exhibited at the Grosvenor 
Gallery. 

BURNETT, Mrs. Frances, nee 
Hodgson, was bom at Manchester 
Nov. 21, 1819. There she passed 
the first fifteen years of her 
life, acquired her education, and 
gained her knowledge of the Lan 
casliire dialect and character. At 
the close of the American Civil

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"War reverses of fortune led her 
parents to leave England for 
America, where they settled at 
Knoxville, Tennessee, She has 
contributed several love-stories to 
American magazines. In 1872 
her dialect story, " Surly Tim’s 
Trouble,” -was published iu Scrib¬ 
ner's Monthly (now The Century), 
and in book form in 1877. “That 
Lass o* LowrieV* was first pre¬ 
sented, serially, in Scribner , and 
its remarkable popularity de¬ 
manded its immediate separate 
issue, 1877- In 1878-79 some of 
her earlier magazine stories were 
reprinted, viz., “Kathleen Mavour- 
neen,*’ "Lindsay’s Luck,” "Miss 
Orespigny,” " Pretty Polly Pem¬ 
berton,” " Theo/’ " Dolly ” (also 
issued under title of " Vagabon¬ 
ds”), " Jaii’s Daughter,” and 
** Quiet Life.” Since then Bhe has 
published four now stories, " Ha¬ 
worth’s,” 1879 j "Louisiana,” 1880 ; 
"A Pair Barbarian,” 1881; and 
“Through One Administration,” 
1883. Miss Hodgson was married 
in 1873 to Dr. Burnett, and she 
now resides at Washington, D.C. 

BURROWS, Montagu, R.N.,M.A., 
third son of Lieut>-General Bur¬ 
rows, was born at Hadley, Middle¬ 
sex, Oct. 27,1819, and educated at 
the Royal Naval College, Ports¬ 
mouth, where he obtained the 
“ First Medal ” in 1831. He served 
continuously in the Boyal Navy 
till he obtained the rank of Com¬ 
mander in 1852, and became a 
retired Captain in 18(57, He 
matriculated at Oxford University 
early in 1853, and obtained a Double 
First Class ; took the degree of 
M.A. there, and that of Hon.

BURTON, Sir Frederic William, 
R.H.A., F.S.A., third son of 
Samuel Burton, of Mungret, co. 
Limerick, and grandson of Edward 
William Burton, of Clifden House, 
co. Clare, was born in Ireland in 
1810 and educated at Dublin, 
where he first studied drawing* 
under the brothers Brocas. He 
was elected Associate of the Royal 
Hibernian Academy of Arts in 
1837, and R. H. Academician in 
1839, in which latter year his pic¬ 
ture (in water-colours), " The 
Blind Girl at the Holy Well/* was 
chosen for publication by the 
Irish Art Union, and was engraved 
by Ryall. In the following year 
the picture of " The Aran Fisher¬ 
man’s Drowned Child/’ was also 
engraved for tlic Irish -Art Union. 
A lai’ge composition of the same 
year, “The Connaught Toilet/* 
representing peasant girls at a 
stream, preparing themselves to 
enter the market town, was, to¬ 
gether with the former, exhibited 
at the Royal Academy in London in 
1812. The latter picture was after¬ 
wards destroyed by the fire at the 
Pantechnicon, where it had been 
temporarily deposited by its owner. 
From 1832 to 1831 his time was 
otherwise occupied in portrait 
painting. About IS 10 he was 
elected member of the Royal Irish 
Academy of Science, Antiquities, 
and Belles Lcttres, and for many 
years sat in the Council of Anti¬ 
quities, In 1831 he wont to 
Munich.

JBtTJEtY (Visoount), The Eight 
Hon. William Coutts Keppell, Lord 
Ashford, E.C.M.G., son of the 
Earl of Albemarle, was horn in 
1832, and educated at Eton j 
entered the Scots Fusilier Guards 
in 1810, and was private secretary 
to Lord John Russell in 1850-51. 
He afterwards went to India as 
aide-de-camp to the late Lord Fitz-

On 
taking office in 1859, his re-election 
was declared void. In Nov., I860, 
he was elected for the Wick dis¬ 
trict of burghs, which he ceasod to 
represent at the general election 
of 1865, when he was a defeated 
candidate for Dover.

He 
has taken an active part in pro¬ 
moting tho Volunteer movement, 
is Lieut.-Colonel of the Civil Ser¬ 
vice regiment of Volunteers, and 
was sworn n Privy Councillor in 
1859. In 18G9 ho was elected M.P. 
for Berwick-on-Tweed, hut he was 
defeated at the general election of 
Feb., 1874. He unsuccessfully con¬ 
tested Stroud in Feb., 1875. He 
was summoned to the House of 
Peers in his father’s barony of 
Ashford in 1876, and was appointed 
Under-Secretary of State for War 
in succession to Lord Cadogan in 
March, 1878. He held that office 
until tho Conservatives went out 
of office in 18S0, and was again 
appointed to the same post under 
Lord Salisbury's first administra¬ 
tion, 1885. Lord Bury joined the 
Roman Catholic Church in 1879. 

BUSCH, Moritz, German author 
and journalist, was horn I3tli 
February, 1821, at Dresden, and 
educated at the University of 
Leipzig. On the completion of 
his theological and philosophical 
studies, he became a journalist, 
and was employed on the staff of 
various newspapers. In 1851 he 
went to America, and on his return 
in 1853 published an account of 
his travels. Subsequently he 
travelled for some years in th=> 
East, then took up journalism 
again, and finally in 1870 settled 
in Berlin, where he obtained an 
appointment at the Foreign Office. 
Since then he has been tho in¬ 
separable companion of Prince 
Bismarck; lie has published several 
works on the German people, but 
he will always be best remembered 
by his account of the life of the 
great statesman, which appeared 
in 18S0, and met with great suc¬ 
cess, This was followed by a 
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second instillment, which was trans¬ 
lated into English under the title 
of " Our Chancellor.” 

BUSS, Frances Mary, is the 
daughter of the late Robert W. 
Buss, artist, and was horn in Lon¬ 
don on August IGtli, 1827. In 
1850 she and her mother opened a 
school in Camden Street which 
soon included 200 pupils. In 1870 
the school was placed on a public 
foundation, a lower school was 
opened, and, upon a suggestion, of 
tho Endowed Schools Commis¬ 
sioners that a portion of the Platt 
Charity belonging to the Brewers' 
Company should be applied to the 
purposes of giving suitublo build¬ 
ings to the schools, the company 
heartily concurred, and the scheme 
was signed by the Queen in council 
in May, 1S7A The Clothworkors' 
Company, so well known for its 
interest in all matters of educa¬ 
tion, also obtained a scheme by 
which they were enabled to make 
a grant of upwards of i&,000 
towards the building of a large 
hall for the upper school. Thus 
tho North London Collegiate and 
Camden Schools as they now are 
came into existence, and the build¬ 
ings were opened in 1879. The 
number of pupils in these schools 
is always nearly a thousand. The 
central work and interest of Miss 
Buss' life is tho creation of these 
two sohools, but she has been 
actively engaged in many educa¬ 
tional movements, especially those 
referring to girls. Pupils from 
these schools have from the first 
token advantage of the opening of 
university examinations to girls 
and women, and of the women's 
colleges at Cambridge. She has 
also shared in the work of the 
College of Preceptors, and has 
been a member of the Council 
since 1SG8. She was elected a 
Fellow in 1B73. She is one of the 
original members of the Council of 
the Teachers' Training and Regis¬ 
tration Society, and of the Train¬ 
ing College for Women at Cam¬ 


bridge opened last year. She is 
also on the Council of the 
Teachers' Guild as one of its 
earliest promoters, and is Presi¬ 
dent of tho Association of Head 
Mistresses of Public Schools, the 
first conference of which was held 
at her house. 

BUTCHER, Samuel Henry, (M.A. 
Cambridge), Hon, LL.D. (Glas¬ 
gow), eldest son of the late Samuel 
Butcher, Bishop of Meath, and of 
Mary, daughter of the late John 
Leahy, Esq,, of Southhill, Kil- 
lamey, was born in Lublin, April 
10, 1850, and educated at Marl¬ 
borough College, under Dr. Brad¬ 
ley, now Dean of Westminster. 
He was elected to a Minor Scholar¬ 
ship at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
in 1SG9; to a Foundation Scholar¬ 
ship in that college and to the Bell 
University Scholarship, in 1870; 
to the Waddington University 
Scholarship, in 1871, and obtained 
the Powis Mednl for Latin Hex¬ 
ameters, in 1871 and 1872. Ho 
was Senior Classic and Chancel¬ 
lor's Medallist in 1873, and held a 
Mastership at Eton College for a 
Bhort time. He was elected to a 
Fellowship at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, in 1874, and held an 
Assistant Tutorship there till 1S7G. 
In that year he married Rose Julia, 
youngest daughter of the late Arch¬ 
bishop Trench. Having vacated 
his Fellowship at Cambridge by

BUTE (Marquis of). The Most 
Honourable John Patrick Crichton 
Stuart, K.T., son of the second 
marquis, born at Mount Stuart 
House, in the Isle of Bute, Sept. 
12,1817, succeeded to the title on 
the death of his father in 1848, 
and received his education at Har¬ 
row School, whence he proceeded 
to Christ Church, Oxford. He was 
admitted into the Roman Catholic 
Church by Monsignor Capel, in 
London, on Dec. 1,1808. His lord- 
ship married in 1872 the Hon. 
Gwendoline Mary Anne, eldest 
daughter of Lord Howard of Glus- 
&op, and has issue, living, two sons 
and a daughter. He was created 
a Knight of the Order of the 
Thistle in Feb. 1875. The hono¬ 
rary degree of LL.D. has been 
conferred upon him by the Uni¬ 
versities of Glasgow and Edin¬ 
burgh. He presented the Great 
Hall to the buildings of the former.

BUTLER, Benjamin Franklin, 
bom at Deerfield, New Hamp¬ 
shire, Nov. 5, 1818, graduated at 
Waterville College in 1838, and 
in 1811 began the practice of 
law at Lowell, Massachusetts. He 
early took a prominent part in 
politics on the Democratic aide, 
and in 1853 was elected to the

cient Geography/' 1870. 

BUTLER, The Very Rev. Henry 
Montagu, late Dean of Gloucester 
and Head Master of Harrow 
School, youngest son of the late 
Rev. George Butler, D.D., Head 
Master of Harrow, and afterwards 
Dean of Peterborough, was born in 
1833, and educated at Harrow, 
under Dr. Vaughan, and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge. lie was 
elected Bell University Scholar* in 
1832, and Battio University Scholar 
in 1833. In 1833 he won Sir W. 
Browne's medal for the Greek ode, 
and in 1831 the Porson Prize, the 
Greek ode, the Camden medal for 
Latin Hexameters, and the Mem¬ 
bers’ Prize for a Latin essay. In 
1835 he graduated B.A. as Senior 
Classic, and in the same year was 
elected Fellow of his college. On 
the retirement of Dr. Vaughan, at 
ChristmaB, 1859, he was elected to 
the head mastership of the school, 
over which his father had presided 
for twenty-four years, from 1805 to 
1829. Ho held this post until 
1885, when he was appointed Dean 
of Gloucester. In 1880 he re¬ 
signed the Deanery, being nomi¬ 
nated by the Crown Master of 
Trinity College, Cambridge, in 
succession to the late Dr. Hep- 
worth Thompson. He was honorary 
chaplain to the Queen, 1875-77 j 
chaplain in ordinary, 1877; pre¬ 
bendary of St. Paul's and ex¬ 
amining chaplain to the. Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury, Dr. Tait, 
1879, and to his successor. Arch- j 
bishop Benson, 1883. He has beon 
several times select preacher at ; 
the Universities of Oxford and 
Cambridge. He published in 18G1 
and in 1866 volumes of " Sermons 


preached in tlio Chapel of Hamm 
School.” 

BUTLER, Major-General ‘William 
Francis, C.B., was bom in the 
county of Tipperary, Ireland, in 
lb3S, and educated at Dublin. He 
was appointed Ensign of the 09 th 
I Regiment, Sept. 17, 1858; Lieu- 
1 tenant, Nov., 1803 ; Cai)tam, 1872 ; 
Major,1871; and D eputy-Adj ut ant- 
Quarter - Master - Geneval, Head 
Quarter-Staff, 1870. Major Butler 
served on the Rod River Expedi¬ 
tion ; was sent on a special mission 
to the Saskatchewan Territories in 
1870-71 j and served on the Ashanti 
Expedition in 1873, in command of 
the Wost Akim native forces. He 
was several times mentioned in de¬ 
spatches of Sir Garnet Wolseley, 
and in tho House of Lords by the 
Field - Marshal Commanding - in- 
Chiof. He was appointed a Com¬ 
panion of the Bath in 1871. In 
Feb., 1879, he was despatched to 
Natal to assume the responsible 
post of Staff Officer at the port of 
discmbarcatiou. In the subse¬ 
quent expeditions under Lord 
Wolseley, General Butler has ge¬ 
nerally held an important post; 
and especially in the Soudan Ex¬ 
pedition. On the return of the 
forces, he was left behind in com¬ 
mand of the British advanaed 
postB. General Butler is the author 
of " The Great Lone Land/' 1872; 
"The Wild North Land/' 1873; 
i "Akimfoo,” 1875; and “Far out: 
Rovings retold,” 1880. He mar¬ 
ried, June 11, 1877, at the church 
of the Servite Fathers, Fulham 
Road, London, Miss Elizabeth 
Thompson, the painter. 

BUTT, The Hon. Sir Charles 
Parker, was called to the bar at 
Lincoln's Inn in 1854, and joined 
! the Northern circuit. He obtained 
a silk gown in 1868. He unsuc¬ 
cessfully contested Tamworth in 
Feb., 1874, and sat for Southamp¬ 
ton, in the Liberal interest, from 
April, 1880, till March, 1883, when 
he was appointed to the judgeship 
in the Admiralty division of the 
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High Court of Justice, vacant by 
the resignation of Sir Robert Phil- 
limore. Since that time the Pro¬ 
bate and Divorce divisions have 
been united to the Admiralty di¬ 
vision, and the -work is done by 
Sir Charles Butt and by the Pre¬ 
sident, Sir James Hnnnen. 

BUTTERFIELD, William, Archi¬ 
tect, tvus bom Sept. 7, 1811. He 
early devoted himself to a study 
of tho various periods of Gothic 
architecture, and has in his prac¬ 
tice introduced to a large extent 
into ecclesiastical and domestic 
buildings constructional and other 
colour, by the help of brick, stone, 
marble, and mosaic combined. 
Amongst the buildings designed 
by him arc, 8. Augustine's College, 
Canterbury ; Keble College and 
Balliol College Chapel, Oxford; S. 
Michael's Hospital, Uxbridge; the 
County Hospital, Winchester j the 
Chapel and School Buildings at 
Winchester College; the Grammar 
School, Exeter ; the Chapel, Quad¬ 
rangle, and other buildings at 
Rugby j Rugby Parish Church; 
AH Saints', Margaret Street, Lon¬ 
don; S. Alban's, Holbomj S. Au¬ 
gustine's, Queen's Gate; together 
with a large number of other new 
churches and buildings and old 
churches restored. 

BY RITE, Mrs. William Pitt, 
second daughter of the late Hans 
Busk, Esq., of Groat Cumberland 
Place, and widow' of William Pitt- 
Byrne, M.A., of Trinity College, 
Cambridge, proprietor of the Morn¬ 
ing Post , is the author of various 
contributions to periodicals and of 
" Flemish Interiors," the book by 
which she is best known. She has

CABANEL, Alexandre, artist, 
was bom at Montpellier, Sept. 28, 
1823 ; studied in the atelier of M. 
Picot, and attracted attention by 
Ilia exhibition, in the ff Salon ” of 
l&ti, of a pointing, the subject of 
which was the " Agony of Christ in 
the Garden of Olives,” and obtoinod 
the second great prize for painting 
in 1813. Having returned from 
Rome, lie exhibited amongst other 
works (1830-33), a u Saint John," 
and "The Death of Moses," and 
was entrusted with the execution 
of twelve medallions for the decora¬ 
tion of the Hotel de Ville of Paris, 
representing the twelve months of 
the year. M. Cabanol's reputation 
as a painter is high. He obtained 
a second-class medal at the exhibi¬ 
tion of paintings in 1832, a first- 
class medal in 1835, and the medal 
of honour at the " Salon " of 18G5. 
He was elected member of the 
Academie des Beaux Arts, in place 
of Horace Vernet,, Sept. 26,18G3 ; 
Professor in the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts at the end of that year, and 
was promoted to the rank of Officer 
of the Legion of Honour, Aug. 
29, 18G1-. In 1880 he exhibited 
"Phedre" in the Salon, and in 
1882 "Portia." 

CABLE, George W., novelist, was 
born in Hew Orleans, where he 
still resides, in 1815. At the age 
of fourteen his father died, loaving 
his family in such reduced circum¬ 
stances as to compel his son to leave 
school in order to aid in the BUpport 
of hiB mother and sisters. From 
this time until 18 G3 he was usually 
employed as a clerk. In that year 
he entered the Confederate army, 
where he remained until the close 
of the civil war. Returning to 
New Orleans, he made such a 
living as he could—at first as an 
errand boy (though he was twenty- 
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one years of age), then in survey¬ 
ing, and finally secured a position 
in a prominent house of cotton 
factors, which ho only left, in 1879, 
to devote himself exclusively to 
literature. His first literary work 
was in the form of contributions to 
the Hew Orleans Picayune under the 
signature of Drop-Shot. His work, 
however, did not attract any very 
general attention until his Creole 
sketches appeared in Scribner’s 
Magazine. These were published 
in book form in 1879, under the 
title of ff Old Creole Days.” They 
were followed by "The Orandis- 
simes, 5 ' 1880, "Madame Delphino,” 
1S81; f r Creoles of Louisiana,” 1881; 
"Dr. Sevier,” 1881 ; and "The 
Silent South,” 1883. In these Mr. 
Cable has shown such a mastery 
of the Louisiana dialect and such 
an inaight into the Creole charac¬ 
ter as to give him a prominent 
place among American writers, 
and the public readings from his 
works which he has given during 
the past few years in Northern 
cities have been very largely at¬ 
tended. 

CABELL, Francis, the explorer 
of the river Murray, son of H. F. 
Cadell, Esq., of Cockonzie near 
Preston Pans, Haddingtonshire, 
was horn in 1822, and educatod at 
Edinburgh and in Germany. While 
very young lie showed a taste for 
adventure, aud entered as a mid¬ 
shipman on board an East India- 
man. The vessel having been 
chartered by Government, the lad, 
as a volunteer, took part in the 
first Chinese war, was prosent at 
the siege of Canton, the capture 
of Amoy, Ningpo, &c,, and received 
an officer's share of prize-money. 
At twenty-two he was in command 
of a vessel, and in the intervals 
between his voyages he spent much 
time in the shipbuilding yards of 
the Tyne and Clyde, where he 
gained a thorough knowledge of 
naval architecture and the con¬ 
struction of the steam-engine. A 
visit to the Amazons first led him 


i to study the subject of river navi- 
. gation ; and when in Australia, in 
1818, his^ attention was drawn to 
the practicability of navigating the 
Murray and its tributaries, which 
had only served for watering the 
flocks belonging to the scattered 
stations on their banka. Three 
years later, encouraged by the 
Governor of Australia, Sir H. F. 
Young, he put hia project into exe¬ 
cution. In a frail boat, with canvas 
sides ,and ribs of barrel hoops, he 
embarked at Swanhill on the Upper 
Murray, and descended the stream 
to Lake Victoria at its mouth, a 
distance of 1300 miles. Having 
thus proved that the Murray was 
navigable, he succeeded in crossing 
the dangerous bar at its mouth in 
a steamer planned and constructed 
under his supervision. This vessel 
accomplished a first voyage of 1500 
miles. Other steamers were pro¬ 
cured, and the Murrumhidgee, the 
Edward and the Barling were in 
like manner opened to traffic. A 
gold candelabrum was presented to 
Mr. Cadell by the settlers, the 
value of whose property has been 
greatly increased by his efforts, 
and the Legislature directed a gold 
medal in his honour to he struck 
in England by Mr. Wyon, 
CAD0GAN (Earl of), The Eight 
Hon. George Henry Cadogan, eldest 
son of the fourth Earl, was bom at 
Durham in 1840. He succeeded to 
the title on the death of his father 
in 1873, having been for n few 
months previously M.P. for Bath, 
He was appointed Parliamentary 
Under Seoretory for War in May, 
1875; and Under Secretary of 
State for the Colonies In March, 
1878, in succession to Mr, J. Low- 
ther, who had been advanced to 
the post of Chief Secretary for 
Ireland. He went out of office 
with the Conservative party in 
April, 1880. In Lord Salisbury's 
second administration, 1886, he 
was appointed Lord Privy Seal, 
without a seat in the Cabinet. 

0AIIT, Auguste, sculptor, boro in 
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Paris, Nov, 4, 1822, worked firot 
with a carpenter, and afterwar Is 
entered the studio of M, Rude. 
M. Cain, who has devoted his at¬ 
tention. to groups of animals, first 
exhibited at Paris in 1810, and is 
the publisher of his own bronzes. 
Amongst numerous works he has 
exhibited “ The Dormouse and 
Tomtit/’ IS id; “ The Frogs desir¬ 
ing a King/’ 1H3U; “The Eagle 
defending his Prey/' 1852 ; “ An ] 
Engle chasing* a Vulture/' 1S37; 
" Dion and Lioness quarrelling 
about a Wild Boar,” 1875; and “ A 
Family of Tigers,” 1870. Several 
of these appeared in the Great 
Exhibition of 1851, when M. Cain 
obtained the bronze medal. One 
of liis latest works is “Rhino¬ 
ceros attacked by Tigers,” lbS2. 
He lias received many recognitions 
of merit; another medal in 1801; 
and a third at the Universal Expo- j 
feition of 1SG7. M. Coin was nomi¬ 
nated a Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour in 18G9, ! 

CAINE, William Sperston, M.P., 
was born at Seacombe, Cheshire, 
March 20,1812, the son of Nathaniel 
Caine, J.P. for Lancashire and 
Liverpool, a Liverpool merchant. 
He was educated privately by the 
Rev. Richard Wall, ALA, In 1S/3 
lie contested Liverpool in the 
Liberal interest at a bye-election, 
and afterwards at the general 
election in 1874, both times unsuc¬ 
cessfully. In I88U he was returned 
for Scarborough, and again in 
1884, on his appointment to the 
office of Civil Lord of the Admi¬ 
ralty in Mr. Gladstone’s adminis¬ 
tration of 1870—5. In 1875 he 
consented to content the county of 
Middlesex at the following general 
election, and on the passing of the 
Redistribution Act stood for the 
Tottenham division of that county 
in 1885 without success. At a 
bye-election in April, 1880, he was 
returned for Barrow-in-Furness hy t 
a large majority, and was again j 
returned at the general election. 
He is a J.I\ for the North Riding 


of Yorkshire, and largely engaged 
in the iron trade of Cumberland 
and Staffordshire. He is Chair¬ 
man of a Special Commission for 
the reorganization of the Metro¬ 
politan Constituencies in the 
Liberal Interest. Mr. Caine sepa¬ 
rated from Mr. Gladstone on the 
Home Rule question, and is now 
one of the whips of the Liberal 
Unionist party. 

CAIRD, Sir James, K.C.B.,LL.D., 
F.R.S., born at Stranraer, in 181G, 
was educated at Edinburgh. Dur¬ 
ing the Protection controversy in 

1849, Mr. Caird published a treatise 
on “High Farming as the best 
Substitute for Protection,” which 
went rapidly through eight edi¬ 
tions, and attracted much public 
attention. In the autumn of the 
same year, at the request of the 
late Sir Robert Peel, he visited the 
west and south of Ireland, then 
prostrate from the effects of the 
famine, and at the desire of the 
lord-lieutenant, Lord* Clarendon, 

i reported to the Government on 
the measures which he deemed 

i requisite for encouraging the re¬ 
vival of agricultural enterprise in 
that country. This report was en¬ 
larged into a volume, published in 

1850, descriptive of the agricultural 
resources of the country, and led 
to considerable landed investments 
being made there. During 1830 
and 1851 Mr. Caird, as the com- 

I missioner of the Times, conducted 

, an inquiry into the state of English 

| agriculture, in which he visited 
every county in England; and his 
letters, after appearing in the 
columns of the Times, were pub¬ 
lished in a volume, entitled, 
“ English Agriculture,” which has 
been translated into the French, 
German, and Swedish languages, 
besides being republished in the 
United States. In 1858 Mr. Caird 
published an account of a visit to 
the prairies of the Mississippi, de¬ 
scriptive of their fertility and 
great future, and, from informa¬ 
tion received at St. Pauls, in 
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Minnesota, described the vast and 
fertile country of Manitoba and 
the Great North-West, pointing 
out, at the same time, the chief 
drawback of early frosts which in 
some seasons seriously injure the 
crops. Translations of this work 
also appeared on the continent. 
Guring the autumns of 1833, 1854, 
and 1853 Mr. Caird published in 
the Tiiiica a series of letters on the 
corn crops, which were considered 
to have had a material effect in 
allaying a food-panic. Invited at 
the general election of 1832 to offer 
himself to represent his native dis¬ 
tinct in Parliament, he was defeated 
l>y a majority of one. At the 
general election of 1837 he was 
elected member for the borough of 
Dartmouth, as a supporter of Lord 
Palmerston, and an advocate of 
Liberal measures. In 1859 he was 
elected for Stirling without oppo¬ 
sition. In 1800 he was appointed 
a member of the Fishery Hoard, 
and in 1803 became Chairman of 
the Royal Commission on the Sea 
Fisheries of the United Kingdom, 
Professor Huxley and Mr. Shaw 
Lefovro, MJ?., being hia colleagues. 
That commission, after visiting the 
principal fishing ports of tho king¬ 
dom, completed its labours iu 1SGG. 
In 1.8GJf Mr, Caird, after many 
years 7 perseverance, carried a reso¬ 
lution of the House of Commons 
in favour of the collection of 
agricultural statistics, which was 
followed by a vote of ,£10,000 
for that object. The returns of 
I860 for Great Britain, the re¬ 
sult of that vote, for the first 
time complete the agricultural 
statistics of the United Kingdom, 
which are now published annually. 
Retaining his practical connection 
with agriculture, during his par¬ 
liamentary career, he took a lead¬ 
ing part at this time in introducing 
the Cheddar system of cheese¬ 
making into the south-west of 
Scotland — a system which has 
greatly contributed to the pros¬ 
perity of the dairy districts of that 


part of the country. In 1860 he 
carried a motion to extend the 
Census Inquiry in Scotland to the 
character of the house accommo¬ 
dation of tho people, and thus, 
in the census of 1861, laid bare 
the startling fact that two-thirds 
of the people were found to be 
lodged in houses of only one 
and two rooms. In 18G3 he 
visited Algeria, Italy, and Sicily, 
to ascertain the possibility of 
extending the production of cotton 
in those countries in case the sup¬ 
plies from the Southern States of 
America should be seriously 
lessened by the War. Tho re¬ 
sult of this was embodied in a 
motion made by him in the House 
of Commons, in lbGl, on Cotton 
Supply. In lbOo he was appointed 
to the office of Inclosuro Commis¬ 
sioner, now the Land Commission 
for England, of which he is senior 
member, In 18U9 ho revisited Ire¬ 
land, and published a pamphlet on 
the Irish land question, soon after 
which he received the Companion¬ 
ship of the Bath. He has latterly 
taken an active intere&t in the 
successful introduction of sugar- 
beet cultivation in this country, 
which he first recommended in 
1830, In 1808 and I860 he pub¬ 
lished successive papers on the 
r ‘ Food of the People, read before 
the Statistical Society. In 18/8, 
at the request of the President 
and Council of the Royal Agricul¬ 
tural Society of England, he pre¬ 
pared, for the French International 
Exhibition, an account of English 
agriculture, which was translated 
for continental perusal, and was 
afterwards separately published in 
this country under the title of 
ff Tlie Landed Interest.” In the 
same year he was requested by 
Lord Salisbury, then Secretary of 
State for India, to serve on the 
Indian Famine Commission, which 
visited all parts of India, and 
reported largely on the whole 
subject. In 1880 and 1881, as 
President of the Statistical Society, 
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he read two papers on the Land 
question, which had a large circu¬ 
lation, He nas created a Knight 
Commander of the Order of the 
Bath (civil division) in 1882. Sir 
James (Jail’d is a magistrate and 
deputy-lieutenant of his native 
County, IVigton. 

CAIRD, The Rev. John, D.D., 
LL.D., bom at Greenock, Dec., 
1820, graduated at the University 
of Glasgow, M.A., 1815, was or¬ 
dained minister of Newton-on-Ayr, 
1815, of Lady Yestcr's Parish, 
Edinburgh, 1817, of tlie Parish of 
Errol, Perthshire, 1819, and of 
Park Church, Glasgow, 1857. He 
was appointed Professor of Di¬ 
vinity, University of Glasgow, 
1862, and Principal and Vice- 
Chancellor of the University of 
Glasgow, 1873. He is one of Her 
Majesty's Chaplains for Scotland. 
He has published a volume of 
Sermons, 1858; addresses on the 
f ‘ Unity of the Sciences, &c./’ 
1873-1; and ff Introduction to the 
Philosophy of Religion/' 1880. 

GAIROIJ, Benedetto, an Italian 
statesman, was born in 1826 at Gro- 
pello, near Pavia, His father was a 
surgeon, who, in 1848, was elected 
by his fellow-citizens to rule their 
commune. While a student in the 
University of Pavia, Benedetto 
Cairoli, in 1818, conspired and 
fought as a volunteer against the 
Austrians. In 1851 he became an 
exile in Piedmont, where he re¬ 
mained till 1859, in which year he 
again took up arms for the libera¬ 
tion of Italy, as one of the <f (Jac- 
eiatori dello Alpi.” He was also 
one of the " mille " in the expedi¬ 
tion in 1860, when he was wounded 
in the leg at the siege of Palermo. 
In 1800 he fought in the Trentino, 
and in 1807 at Monterotondo and 
Mentano. Up to the time of the 
advent of the Left to power in 1870, 
Cairoli had never explicitly de¬ 
clared himself to have left his old 
Republican tendencies behind him, 
and definitively accepted tlie Con¬ 
stitutional Monarchy of Italy. 


Since that time, however, iierhaps 
led in pome degree by his confidence 
in his friend Depretis, he accepted 
the Monarchy. Signor Cairoli has 
lived in an atmosphere of revolu¬ 
tion, and has always breathed de¬ 
fiance to the Vatican and to the 
Church. In March, 1878, when a 
new Ministry was formed, shortly 
aftor the accession of King Hum¬ 
bert, Signor Cairoli was placed at 
the head of it, being appointed 
President of the Council, without 
portfolio. On Oct. 23, in the same 
year, all the Ministers resigned, 
and Signor Cairoli, the Premiei’, 
was entrusted with the task of 
forming a new Cabinet. Soon 
afterwards (Nov. 17), as King Hum¬ 
bert, in company with the Queen 
and Signor Cairoli, was driving into 
Naples, a man named Giovanni 
Passanante attempted to stab His 
Majesty with a poniard. The at¬ 
tempt was fortunately frustrated 
by Signor Cairoli, who received a 
severe wound, whilo the King es¬ 
caped with a mere scratch. Signor 
Cairoli received from the Chambers 
and the Italian people the warmest 
congratulations, in which the 
Sovereigns and most distinguished 
statesmen of Europe joined, but 
these ovations could not avert a 
new ministerial crisis, In the 
Chamber of Deputies a motion of 
confidence in the internal policy of 
the Government was rejected by 
257 against 183 votes (Dec. 11,1878), 
and the Ministers thereupon re¬ 
signed. The Depretis Ministry 
which was then formed was over¬ 
thrown after half a year’s tenure 
of power, and was succeeded by a 
new combination of the Left under 
Signor Cairoli, who was in turn 
compelled (November, 1879) to 
reconstruct his administration and 
to bring in Signor Depretis as 
Minister of the Interior. On 
May It, 1881, the Ministry re¬ 
signed, after the French expedi¬ 
tion to Tunis, as their policy in 
regard to it had rendered them 
highly unpopular.

CALLAWAY, The Right Rev. 
Henry, M.D., D.D., who for some 
time was a missionary of the 
Church of England at Spring Vale, 
Natal, was, on a new missionary 
bishopric being formed for St. 
John’s, British Kaffraria, nomi¬ 
nated as tins first occupant of the 
See. He was consecrated by the 
Primus of Scotland (Bishop of 
Moray and Ross) in St. Paul’s 
Church, Edinburgh, Oct. 30, 1873. 
He is the author of "Nursery 
Tales, Traditions, and Histories of 
the Zulus/’ 18G6; " Religious Sys¬ 
tems of the Amazulu/’ 1868; and 
has translated the Pentateuch, 
Joshua, Psalms, and Prophets into 
the Zulu tongue, as well as St. 


Matthew and the Book of Com¬ 
mon Prayer. 

CAMBRAY- DIGNY, Guglielmo, 
Conte di, an Italian statesman, 
born at Florence in 1823, is the 
son of Count Louis of Cambray- 
Digny, who, from being a cobbler, 
rose to be the minister and favou¬ 
rite of Ferdinand III., Grand Duke 
of Tuscany. After completing 
his studies at Pisa, he returned, 
at the age of twenty-two, to liis 
native city, where he was received 
with much favour by Leopold II., 
who reposed the utmost confidence 
in him. He always exhorted the 
Grand Duke, hut in vain, to make 
concessions to the liberal require¬ 
ments of the times, instead of re¬ 
lying on Austrian support; and 
in 1859, when the Grand Duke was 
obliged to flee from his dominions, 
which were thereupon annexed to 
Piedmont, Signor Cambray-Digny 
approved this preliminary step to¬ 
wards the unification of Italy, and 
was elected one of the deputies for 
Tuscany. In 1805 lie presided, in 
his capacity of Lord Mayor (" Gon- 
faloniero”) of Florence, at the 
sixth centenary of the birth of 
Dante, and pronounced the pane¬ 
gyric of the poet before the statue 
which was inaugurated on that oc¬ 
casion. His political celebrity, how¬ 
ever, does not date farther back 
than the close of the year 18G7, 
when he was appointed Finance 
Minister of the kingdom of Italy, 
and found himself face to face with 
an enormous deficit, which he en¬ 
deavoured to reduce by various ex¬ 
pedients, including the unpopular 
grist tax, and the taking up by 
the State of the tobacco monopoly. 
Signor Cambray-Digny, by his per¬ 
severance and tact, succeeded in 
carrying this and other projects in 
spite of the energetic opposition 
of a formidable party in the Cham¬ 
bers. Towards the close of the 
year 1869 the Menabrea-Cambray- 
Digny Cabinet, as it was called, 
was succeeded by the Lanza Ca- 
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binet. Signor Cambiviy-Digny was to succeed as Oonimaniler-in-Chief,

CAMPBELL, The Eight Rev. 
James Colquhoun, D.D., Bishop of 
Bangor, son of the late Hr. John 
Campbell, of Stonefield, Argyll¬ 
shire, by Wilhelmina, daughter of 
tlio late Sir James Colqiihoim, 
Burt., of Luss, Dumbartonshire, 
was hum at Stonefield in 1813.

CAMPBELL, The Rev. Lewis, 
LL.D., Professor of Greek in the 
University of St. Andrews, son of 
Robert Campbell sometime Gov¬ 
ernor of Ascension Isle, and cousin 
of Campbell the poet, was bom 
8ept. 3, 1830. He was educated at 
the Edinburgh Academy, at Glas¬ 
gow University, and at Trinity and 
Balliol Colleges, Oxford, where he 
was scholar and exhibitioner. He 
was thus brought into contact 
with the present Muster of Balliol 
(Dr. Jowett), whoso influence as a 
college tutor was already conspicu¬ 
ous. He took a first-class in 
classics in 1853, was Fellow of 
Queers from 1835-8, and Tutor 
from 1850-8. In 1857 he was 
ordained by the Bishop of Ox¬ 
ford, and in 1858 became Vicar 


of Milford, Hants. He remained 
there until 1883 when he was 
appointed Professor of Greek in 
the University of St. Andrews, a 
post which he still retains. Prof. 
Campbell has published many 
works on classical suh-jecls, of which 
the chief arc:—"The Thowtctus 
of Plato ” (2nd cd„ 1883) j " The 
Sophistry and Politics of Plato/' 
1807; " Sophocles—The Plays and 
Fragments,” Vol, I. 1871 (2nd ed., 
1879); Vol. II., 1881 j Verse trans¬ 
lations of Sophocles, 1873-1883,

CAMPBELL-BANNERMAN, 
Henry, M.P., is the second son of 
the late Sir James Campbell, of 
Stracatliro, Forfarbhire, by Janet, 
youngest daughter of the late Mr. 
Henry Banner wan, of Manchester, 
and was born in 1830. He was 
educated at the University of Glas¬ 
gow, and at Trinity College, Cam¬ 
bridge (B.A. 1858; M.A. 1801). 
In 1872 he assumed the additional 
surname of Bannerman, under the 
will of his uncle, Mr. Henry Ban- 
nerman, of Huuton Court, Kent. 
Mr. Campbell-Bannerman, who is 
a magistrate for the counties of 
Lanark and Kent, lias represented 
the Stirling district of boroughs in 
tho Liberal interest Binee Dec., 
1808; he was Financial Secretary 
at the War Office from 1871 to 
1874; was again appointed to that 
office in 1880 j and in May, 1882, 
was nominated to succeed Mr. Tre¬ 
velyan as Secretary to the Ad¬ 
miralty. On the resignation of 
Mr. Trevelyan he was appointed 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, 1881-5, 
and in Mi’, Gladstone's new 
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Cabinet, 1886, was appointed Sec¬ 
retary of State for War. He mar¬ 
ried in 1800 Charlotte, daughter 
of the late Major-General Sir 
Charles Bruce, K.C.B, 

CAMPHA1TSEN, Otto, a German 
statesman, bom at Himshoven, 
near Aix-la-Chapelle, in 1812, 
studied at the Gymnasium of Co¬ 
logne, and the Universities of 
Bonn, Heidelberg, Munich, and 
B crlin. In 1831 he entered the Civil 
Service; in 1837 he became an 
Auditor; in 1811 a Bath; in 1845 a 
Geheimrath, or Privy Councillor of 
Finance. Hi& first important legis¬ 
lative work was the preparation of 
the Income Tax Act, which was 
laid before the Prussian Landtag 
in 1817. In ISIS he became a 
diplomat on a small scale, being 
attached to the Prussian delegation 
at Frankfort-on-the*Main, which 
watched over the acts ot Reiclisver- 
woser Archduke John of Austria. 
In 1838 he became Superior Privy 
Councillor of Finance. For a few 
years he served as President of the 
See-Handlung, an institution which 
administered funds furnished by 
the State for the support and en¬ 
couragement of commerce. Baron 
von der Heydt relinquished the 
portfolio of Finance in 1869, and 
Cumphau&en became his successor. 
He held that post till Nov., 1873, 
and from the latter date till March, 
1878, he was Vice-President of the 
Ministry of State. He was a mem¬ 
ber of the Prussian Landtag from 
IS 19 to 1832, and of the Erfurt 
Parliament, He was created a 
member of the Chamber of Peers 
in 1860, and he became a delegate 
to the Federal Council in 1870. 

CANDOLLE, Alphonse Loris 
Pierre Pyramns de, the eminent 
botanist of Geneva, was born at 
Paris, Oct, 27, 1806, being the son 
of the celebrated Augustin de Can¬ 
dolle, who died in 1811. He went 
through a course of study in litera¬ 
ture and science at Geneva, and 
then turned his attention to law, 
of which faculty he was admitted a 


doctor in 1820. Finally, however, 
he made botany his exclusive study, 
and became first the assistant and 
subsequently the successor of his 
father. For eighteen years he was 
director of the Botanic Garden, and 
during the same period he gave 
lectures in the Academy of Genova. 
M. de Candolle was elected a cor¬ 
respondent of the French Institute 
in 1851, and the following year 
was decorated with the Legion of 
Honour. In June, 1871, he was 
elected a foreign member of the 
French Institute in the place of the 
late Professor Agassiz. His works

CANNING, Sir Samuel, C.E., 
upon whom the responsibility of 
laying the Atlantic Cables of 1865 
1866, and 1869 devolved, is the son 
of the late Bobert Canning, Esq., 
of Ogbourne St. Andrew, Wilt¬ 
shire. He began his career as 
assistant to the late Mr. Joseph 
Locke, C.E., F.R.S., from 1844 to 
1849, and was resident engineer 
during the formation of the Liver¬ 
pool, Ormskirk, and Preston Bail- 
way. Since then he has been en¬ 
gaged in the manufacture and 
submersion of the most important 
lines of Submarine Telegraph 
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Cables, almost from their initiation 
in 1850. He was among the 
pioneers of Atlantic Cablos, and 
achieved the submergence of the 
first line of 1858, and that of other 
Atlantic lines. To liis skill and 
energy the success of the Atlantic 
Expedition of 1SGG is undoubtedly 
due; he perfected the paying out, 
and the recovering and grappling 
nmcliinery for that cable, which so 
materially aided its submersion, 
and the recovery of the cable lost 
in the preceding year. Ho has also 
connected England with Gibraltar, 
Malta, and Alexandria, and laid 
other important lines of cable con¬ 
necting various countries in the 
Mediterranean, North Sea, &c. He 
received the honour of Icnighthood 
in 1800, a Gold Medal from the 
Chamber of Commerce of Liver¬ 
pool, March 11, 1807, and the in¬ 
signia of the Order of St. Jago 
cVEspada from the King of Por¬ 
tugal. 

CANOVAS DEL CASTILLO, An¬ 
tonio, a Spanish statesman, was 
horn in 1830. He made his debut in 
1851, under the patronage of Seiiors 
Kioa, Rosas, and Pacheco, as chief 
editor of the Patna, in which he 
defended Conservative ideas. In 
1851 he was named deputy for 
Malaga, and since that year has 
never ceased to occupy a seat in 
the Cortes. In 1850 he was Charge 
d 1 Affaires at Home, and drew up 
the historical memorandum on the 
relations of Spain with the Holy 
See, which served as a basis for the 
Concordat. He was then named 
successively Governor of Cadiz in 
1835, Director-General of the Ad¬ 
ministration from 1858 to 18G1, 
and lastly, in that same year, 
Under-Secretary of State for the 
Interior, In 1801 the Queen called 
him to the Ministry, together with 
Mon j O’Donnell chose him in 18G5 
as Minister of Finance and the 
Colonies; and he had the honour 
of drawing up the law for the 
abolition of the traffic in black 
slaves. Lastly, a little before the 


E-evolution of 18G8, lie was the last 
to defend with energy in the 
CorteB the Liberal principle when 
all the parties which had supported 
his doctrine had deserted the Par¬ 
liament. His greatest title to 
fame is that of having been the 
first—supported by Sehors Eldua- 
yem, Bugallal, and two others—to 
hoist the standard of legitimate 
and constitutional monarchy, in 
the full Constituent Assembly of 
1SG8, and in face of the triumphant 
Revolution. His fidelity and 
capacity definitely obtained for 
him the supremo direction of the 
Alfonsist party, and on the procla¬ 
mation of Alfonso XII. as King in 
Dec., 1874*, Seiior Canovas del 
Castillo became President of tlio 
Council and chief of the new Cabi¬ 
net, and he continued to hold the 
Premiership, with the exception of 
an interval of a few months, down 
to 1870, when on the return of Mar¬ 
shal Martinez Campos fiom Cuba, 
Seiior Canovas del Castillo retired 
from the Premiership and Marshal 
Campos became Prime Minister, 
accepting as his colleagues the 
principal associates of Seiior Cft- 
novas. The skilful resistance of 
the latter delayed and defeated 
the Marshal’s free trade and eman¬ 
cipation projects, so that on the 
reassembling of the Cortes (Dec, 
1H70) he was compelled to resign. 
Seiior Cinovas del Castillo then 
returned to power in the year 
1881 j however, his Conservative 
Cabinet was overthrown, and a 
coalition between Seiior Sagasta 
and Marshal Martinez Campos 
came into office. Senor Canovas 
del Castillo is the author of 
numerous works in moral and poli¬ 
tical science, and a History of 
the House of Austria, which is in 
great repute. These publications 
have long since gained him admis¬ 
sion into the Academy of Madrid. 
In 1873 Senor Canovas del Castillo 
received the insignia of the Order 
of the Red Eagle from the Emperor 
of Germany, the Grand Cross of

CANROBERT, Francois-Certain, 
Marshal of Prance and a Senator, 
was horn June 7,1809, of a good 
family, not in Brittany, as has 
frequently been stated, hut Jit St. 
C< #i ro, in the department of the Lot. 
He entered the military school at 
St. Cyr in 1S2G, and having distin¬ 
guished himself there, joined the 
army as it private soldier, and was 
soon made sub-lieutenant of the 
17tli regiment of the line. He be¬ 
came lieutenant in 1832, and in 
lb!)d embarked for Africa, and took 
part in the expedition to MaRcara. 
His services in the provinces of 
Oran, were rewarded with a cap¬ 
taincy. He was in the breach at 
the attack on Constantine, and was 
wounded in the leg. He received 
tile decoration of the Legion of 
Honour about this time. In 184(J 
lie became Lieutenant-Colonel, and 
commanded the 0 ith regiment of 
the line, which was charged to act 
against the formidable Bou Maze. 
In 1817 he was made Colonel of 
the 3rd regiment of light infantry, 
and in 1818 was intrusted with the 
command of the expedition against 
Alnned-Sghir, who had rallied the 
tribes of the Bonnoiuiin insurrec¬ 
tion. Colonel Canrobert pushed 
forward as far an the pass of 
Djcrma, defeated the Arabs there, 
took two sheiks prisoners, and then 
returned to Bathna, He left the 
3rd regiment to command a regi¬ 
ment of Zouaves, with whom he 
marched against the Kabyle3, was 
again victorious, being again pro¬ 
moted to the rank of General of 
Brigade, and at the beginning 
of 1850 led an expedition against 
Narali. The Arabs here, eagle-like, 
had their nests among the rocks. 
Canrobert advanced three columns 
to attack the enemy in his retreat, 
and so skilfully combined their 
fire, that in seven hours the Arab 
stronghold was deslroyod. Louis I 


Napoleon, when President, ap¬ 
pointed Canrobert one of his aides- 
1 de-eamp; and, shortly after the 
( wholesale proscriptions and im¬ 
prisonments which followed the 
rovp iVctat of Dee. 2,1851, gave him 
a commission, and very extensive 
powers, to visit the prisons, and 
select objects of his clemency, 
j Upon the formation of the Army 
of the East in 1S51 he was ap- 
I pointed to the command of the 
I first division in the Crimea. His 
troops took part in the battle of 
the Alma, and he was himself 
wounded by a splinter of a shell, 
which struck him on the breast and 
lmnd. Marshal St. Arnaud resigned 
six days after the first battle in the 
Crimea, and the command of the 
Army of the East was transferred 
to General Canrobert. Although 
commander-in-chief. General Can¬ 
robert was again in the thickest 
of the fight at Inkerman (Nov. 5), 
and whilst heading the impetuous 
charge of Zouaves was slightly 



, that impaired health no longer 
permitted him to hold the chief 
command in the Crimea, he re- 
j signed to General Pelissier, and 
soon after returned to Prance. He 
1 was treated with great distinction 
1 by the Emperor Napoleon, and 
, was aent on a mission to the courts 
of Denmark and Sweden. At the 
beginning of the Italian war, in 
1859, General Canrobert received 
the command of the 3rd corps of 
the Army of the Alps. He exposed 
himself to great danger at Magenta, 

[ and at Solfenno had to effect a 
movement which brought valuable 
assistance to General Niel. General 
Canrobert was afterwards made a 
Marshal of Prance, Grand Cross of 
the Legion of Honour, and an 
Honorary Knight Grand Cross of 
the Bath. In 18G0 he married 
Miss Macdonald, a Scotch lady. In 
June, 18G2, he commanded at the 
cirnp of Chalons, and succeeded 
the Marshal de Castellane in com- 
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mand of the Lth corps d’ormde at 
Lyons, Oct. 11. Subsequently, ho 
was appointed Commander-in-Chief 
of the Army of Paris. At the time 
of the declaration of war by Prance 
ugain&t Prussia, in 1870, ho had the 
command of an army corps. On 
the Otli of August the Crown Prince j 
of Prussia attacked the united 
army corps of GenB. Maciuahon, 
Be Failly, and Canrohert, drawn 
up in position at Woerth, and 
gained a complete victory over the 
French. Marshal Canrohert was 
Boon afterwards shut up in Metz, 
with Marshal Bazaine, and on the 
capitulation of that fortress, he 
was sent prisoner into Germany. 
After the preliminaries of peace 
had been signed he returned to 
Prance, where ho mot with a 
favourable reception from M. 
Tliiers, who did nob, however, ap¬ 
point him to any command. After 
having declined the offer of a can¬ 
didature for the National Assembly 
in 187J, in the Gironde, and in 
lb75 in the Lot, Marshal Canro- 
bert, after some hesitation, allowod 
hia name to he proposed in the 
department of Lot, at the Senato¬ 
rial elections of Jan. 30, 1876, by 
the party of the Appeal to the 
People, and on the second scrutiny 
he was elected by 212 votes out of 
8S3 electors. His term of office 
expired in Jan., 1879, when he 
again became a candidate for the 
department of Lot, but was de¬ 
feated. Later in the same year, 
however, ho was elected Senator for 
Oharente, in the room of the late 
M. Hennessy, the distiller. He ac¬ 
cepted tliis unsolicited election as 
" a homage paid to the army in the 
person of the doyen of its chiefs/ 1 

CANTERBURY, Arohbishop of.

CANTU, Cesare, liistorian, was 
born at Brivio, near Milan, Sept, 6, 
1805. When only eighteen years 
of age, he became Professor of 
Literature in the College of Sondrio, 
in the Valteline, whence he went 
to Como, and thence to Milan, 


He embraced the Liberal cause, and 
his " Reflexions on the History of 
Lombardy in the Seventeenth Cen¬ 
tury,” published at Milan, excited 
the hostility of the Austrian Go¬ 
vernment, and he was imprisoned 
for three years. In his captivity 
| he wrote an historical romance, 
" Margherita Pusterla," 1835, a 
work which has often been com¬ 
pared to the " Promossi Sposi ” of 
Manzoni. lie has composed various 
religious hymns, and his poem 
"Algiso,”his "Letture Giovanelli,” 
which have passed through more 
than thirty editions, and the arti¬ 
cles which ho has contributed to 
the " Biblioteca Italiana ” and the 
" Indicatore” of Milan, have popu¬ 
larized his name throughout Italy. 
He belongs to what has been called 
tbe Romantic School, founded 
by Manzoni and Silvio Pellico. 
He has also published " Storin 
Universale,” which lias been trans¬ 
lated into English, French, and 
German; "History of Italian 
Literature,” 1851; “ History of the 
last Hundred Years,” 1852 j "His- 
1 tory of the Italians,” 1859 j 
"Milano, Storia del Popolo e pel 
Popolo,” 1871 j ff Cronisloria della 
Independcnza Italiana,” 3 vols., 
1873 ; " Commento Storico ai Pro- 
messi Sposi [di Alessandro Man¬ 
zoni J, o la Lombardia nel secolo 
XVII.,” 1S71 j "Donato ed Ercole 
Silva, Conti di Biandrate; cenni 
biografici,” conjointly with C. 
Rovida, 1876; and " Caratteri 
Storici,” 1881, 

OAPEI, The Bight Reverend 
Monsignor Thomas John, D.D., was 
bom Oct. 28, 1830. Having com¬ 
pleted Iiis education by six years’ 
private tuition under the Rev, J, 
M. Glennie, B.A, Oxon., in the 
autumn of 1860 he was ordained 
priest by Cardinal Wiseman. In 
Jan, 1851 he became co-founder 
and Vice-Principal of St. Mary's 
Normal College at Hammersmith. 
Shortly after ordination he was 
I obliged to go to a southern climate 
to recruit his strength. When 
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there, at Pau, he established the 
English Catholic mission, and was 
formally appointed its chaplain. 
Subsequently, his health having 
improved, he returned to London, 
where his sermons and doctrinal 
lectures in various churches, and 
more especially at the Pro-Cathe¬ 
dral at Kensington, soon raised 
him to the foremost rant among 
English preachers. D uring several 
visits to Romo he also delivered 
courses of English sermons in that 
city by the express command of 
the Sovereign Pontiff. Monsignor 
Cnpel, while labouring at Pau in 
the work of “ conversion^/’ was 
named private chamberlain to 
Pope Pius IX. in 18G8, and after 
his return to England domestic 
prelate in 1S73. With returning 
health Monsignor Cnpel once more 
took to the work of education, and 1 
in Feb. 1873, established the Oatho- | 
lie Public School at Kensington. 
He was appointcd .Rector of the 
College of Higher Studies at Ken¬ 
sington—the nucleus of the Catho¬ 
lic English University—in 1871, 
by the unanimous voice of the 
Roman Catholic Bishops, and he 
held that appointment until he 
resigned it in 1878. Thon having 
delivered a series of conferences 
on the Doctrines of the Catholic 
Church in Florence by the wish of 
Leo XIII., Monsignor Cnpel carried 
out his long-proposed visit, which 
lie is now making in Amorien. 
There, in all the great cities, he haB 
lectured and preached to large audi¬ 
ences on religious, social, political, 
and literary subjects. In 1882, M on- 
signor Capel wrote " Great Britain 
and Rome/' urging the importance 
of having a Papal Kuncio accre¬ 
dited to England, and during his , 
tour in America he has published 
treatises on "Confession,” "The 1 
Holy Catholic Church,” "The 
Name Catholic,” "The Pope the 
Head of the Christian Church,” 
besides re-editing the well-known 
work, “ Faith of Catholics.” 

CAPERN, Edward, born at Tiver- i 


I ton, Devon, Jan. 29, 1819, is the 
' author of " Poems," published in 
I 185(3, and now in the third edition, 
, a work which attracted consi- 
( derable attention, and procured 
for the author a pension of jJMO per 
annum (afterwards increased to 
J>G0) from tku civil list. In 1859 
he published "Ballads and Songs,” 
which was followed by "The Devon¬ 
shire Melodist,” ti collection of the 
author’s songs, in some instances 
accompanied by his own music. 
Edward Capern,who has long been 
known to the world as " The Rural 
Postman of Bideford," published 
"Wayside Warbles,” in 1893, a 
second edition of which work, 
greatly enlarged, appeared in 
1870. 

CARATKE0D0RY PASHA (Alex- 

ander), a native of Constantinople, 
belongs to one of the most distin¬ 
guished families of the Greek 
community in the Turkish capital, 
and, through his wife, is connected 
with the noble family of the Aris- 
tftrchi. Ho was brought up at Con¬ 
stantinople till he‘was sixteen years 
old, when he was sent to the West 
of Europe to complete his studies, 
i On his return to Turkey, he was 
employed in the Government offices 
of the Sublime Porto, and soon at¬ 
tracted notice by his assiduity and 
intelligence. In several capitals of 
Europe he occupied the post of 
First Secretary of Embassy, and 
he was appointed, for the first 
l time, Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs during the Grand- 
i Yizieriat of the late A’ali Pasha. 
About this period he was nominated 
Minister ol’ the Sultan at the Court 
of Rome, where he resided for two 
years. He was recalled to occupy, 
for the second time, the post of 
Under-Secretary of State for Fo¬ 
reign Affairs. He was sent, as 
chief plenipotentiary of Turkey, to 
the Congress of the Great Powers 
which assembled at Berlin in 1878 
to revise the provisions of the 
Treaty of San Stefano. He had 
been previously raised to the rank 
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of limchir. Afterwards be became 
Minister of Public Works, and in. 
Nov. 1878 he was appointed Gover¬ 
nor-General of Crete. 

CARDEN, Sir Robert Walter, son 
of the late James Carden, Esq., of 
Bedford Square, London, was born 
in 1801. His mother was a daugh tor 
of the late Mr. John Walter, M.P., 
of the Times, in which journal Sir 
Robert is understood to possess an 
interest. He was gazetted as an 
officer in the 8:2nd Boot, but aftor- 
Avards went on tlio Stock Exchange 
as a stock and share broker,became, 
in 1849, an alderman of the city of 
London, and served the office of 
Jiord Milyor in 1S57-8. He Avas the 
founder of the City Bank, Avas an 
unsuccessful candidate for St. 
Albans in 1850, and procured tlio 
disfranchisement of that corrupt 
constituency at his oavu expense. 
He was returaed for Gloucester, as 
a Conservative, in 1857, was de¬ 
feated at the general election of 
1859, though he unseated liis op¬ 
ponents on petition, and was 
defeated in a contest for Mary- 
lebone in April, 1801. Sir R. W. 
Carden was an unsuccessful candi¬ 
date for Reading and for Barn¬ 
staple } but was returned, after a 
second contest, for Barnstaple in 
1880. He did not come forward in 
lbbb. He is a magistrate for 
Middlesex and Surrey, and a 
deputy-lieutenant for London, lie 
married in 1827, Pamela Elizabeth 
Edith, daughter of the late Dr. 
AndreAvs, of the l‘Jtli Foot (she 
died in 1871). 

CABLING*, Hon. John, Avas born 
at London, Ontario, Jan. 29, 1828. 
Entering the Canadian Parliament 
in 1857, he was made Receiver- 
General in 1802, Minister of Agri¬ 
culture and Public Works in On¬ 
tario in 1807, and Postmasler- 
Genoral in 1882, Since 1885 ho 
has been Minister of Agriculture 
of the Dominion. 

CARLINGFORD (Lord), The Right 
Hon. Chichester Samuel Parkinson 
PortesouCj K.P., is the youngest 


son of the late Lieutenant-Colonel 
Chichester Fortescue, of Ravens- 
dale Park, co. Louth, some time 
member for Hillsborough in the 
Irish Parliament, and brother of 
Lord Claremont, to whose frisli title 
Lord Carlingford stands as heir 
presumptive. His mother was 
Martha, daughter of the late Mi’. 
Samuel Meade Hobson, of the city 
of Waterf ord. He was born Jan. 18, 
1823, and educated at Eton, and 
at Christ Church, Oxford (B.A. 
1811; M.A. 1817). He obtained a 
first class in classical honours, and 
in 1810 gained the Chancellor's 
prize for an English essay on the 
tr Effects of the Conquest of Eng¬ 
land by the Normans."

Asturias, horn June 27, 1870; the 
Infanta Elvira, born July 28,1871; 
the Infanta Beatrix, born March 21, 
1871; and the Infanta Alix, bom 
June 29, 1870. 

CARLSON, Frederik Ferdinand, 
a Swedish historian, horn in the 
province of Upland, June 13,1811, 
was educated in the University 
of Upsala, and after graduating 
there, made a tour through Den¬ 
mark, Germany, Italy, and Prance, 
staying for a considerable time in 
Berlin and Rome. On his return 
in 183G he was appointed Profes¬ 
sor of Ilistory at Upsala, but the 
next year he was sent for to Stock¬ 
holm to be tutor to the Prince 
Royal. In 1847, however, he was 
again elected to the Chair of His¬ 
tory at Upsala; he represented 
that University in the Diet for 
several years; and in 18G3 he re¬ 
signed his professorship on being 
placed at the head of the Ministry 
of Public Worship at Stockholm. 
His great work is a r * History of 
Sweden/' the first two volumes of 
which appeared in Swedish and 
German in 1853-G. He is a mem¬ 
ber of the Academy of Sweden. 

CARNARVON (Earl of), The 
Right Hon. Henry Howard Moly- 
neux Herbert, eldest son of Henry 
John George, the third earl (who 
was an accomplished scholar and 
poet), by Henrietta Anna, daughter 
of Lord HenryT. Molyneux Howard, 
horn June 24, 1831, was educated 
at Eton and Christ Church, Oxford., 


where lie graduated ns a first-class 
l in classics in 1852, and D.C.L. in 
1859. Lord Carnarvon, who repre¬ 
sents a younger branch of the noble 
house of Pembroke, succeeded to 
the title during his minority. Soon 
after talring his seat in the House 
of Peers, ho made his maiden 
speech, on which he was highly 
complimented by Lord Derby, who, 
in 1859, nominated lihn High 
Steward of tlxo University of Ox¬ 
ford. He was Under-Secretary of 
State for tho Colonics in Lord 
Derby’s second administration, 
1858-9, and was appointed Secre¬ 
tary of State for the Colonies in 
Lord Derby's third administration, 
Juno, 1860. On Feh. 19, 1807, he 
moved in the House of Lords the 
second reading of the Bill for the 
Confederation of the British North 
American Provinces, which he 
truly described as one of the largest 
and most important measures that 
for many years it had been the 
duly of any Colonial Minister in 
this country to submit to Parlia¬ 
ment. Shortly after this (March 2) 
his lordship resigned the Colonial 
Secretaryship on account of a 
difference of opinion respecting 
Parliamentary Reform. At the 
same time. General Peel, War 
Secretary, and Lord Cranborne 
(now the Marquis of Salisbury) 
Secretary for India, tendered their 
resignations, which were accepted. 
Lord Carnarvon, in the speech he 
delivered in the House of Peers on 
tills occasion, avowed that the new 
Reform Bill would make an entire 
transfer of political power in five- 
sixths of the boroughs, and ex¬ 
pressed his belief that the Govern¬ 
ment were going too far in a demo¬ 
cratic direction. On the formation 
of Mr. Disraeli’s cabinet in Feb. 
1871, he was for the second time 
appointed Secretary of State for 
the Colonies. He resigned his seat 
in the Cabinet, Jan. 24, 1878, in 
consequence of his disagreement 
from his colleagues as to the policy 
of ordering the British fleet to 
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proceed to the Dardanelles. Hia 
lordship considered this to he a 
departure from the policy of neu¬ 
trality which the Government had 
pledged themselves to preserve as 
long as neither of the belligerents 
infringed certain conditions which 
Her Majesty's Government itself 
had laid down. Lord Derby, Fo¬ 
reign Secretary, tendered his re¬ 
signation at the same time, but 
consented to resume his post after 
the order respecting the fleet had 
been countermanded, and explana¬ 
tions had been made with his 
colleagues. Lord Carnarvon held 
the post of Lord-Lieutenant of Ire¬ 
land from June, 1885, to Jan. 1886, 
under Lord Salisbury's first admin¬ 
istration. He is the author of 
“ The Archaeology of Berkshire,” 
an address delivered to the Ar¬ 
chaeological Association at New¬ 
bury, 185.9; “Recollections of the 
Druses of the Lebanon: and Notes 
on their Religion,” 1860, being 
notes of a visit to the East; and a 
preface and notes to a Report on 
“The Prison Discipline,” adopted 
at the Hampshire Quarter Sessions, 
Jan. I, 1861. He edited, in 1809, 
u Reminiscences of Athens and the 
Morea: Extracts from a Journal 
of Travels in Greece during 1839, 
by the Into Earl of Carnarvon;” 
and in 1875,“ The Gnostic Heresies 
of the First and Second Centuries,” 
by the late H. L. Mansell, Dean of 
St. Paul’s, to which his lordship 
wrote a preface, with a Sketch of 
the Life, *Work and Character of 
the Author. He published, in 
1879, a poetical translation of the 
“Agamemnon” of iEschylus. ■ His 
latest work is a verse translation of 
the Odyssey. Lord Carnarvon was 
Major in the Hampshire Yeomanry 
Cavalry, 1862-8; and is a Deputy- 
Lieutenant and a Magistrate for 
Hampshire, Constable of Carnarvon 
Castle, High Steward of Newbury, 
and Pro-Grand Master of the Free¬ 
masons of England, 1873; was 
President of the Society of Anti¬ 
quaries from 1878 to 1883; and a 


member of the Historical Manu¬ 
scripts Commission, 1SS2. Ho 
married, firstly, in 1861, Lady 
Evelyn Stanhope (who died in 
1875); and secondly, Dec. 31, 1878, 
Elizabeth Catherine, daughter of 
the late Mr. Henry Howard, of 
Grey stoke Castle, Cumberland. 

CARO, Edme-Mftrie, a French 
writer and philosopher, born March 
1, 1826, at Poitiers, where his 
father was then Professor of Philo¬ 
sophy, received his education 
at Stanislas College, and gained 
the prize for philosophy in 1815. 
He was elected Profossor o,t the 
Faculto des Lettres at Douai, and 
in 1S38 removed to the Normal 
School at Paris. In 1861 he be¬ 
came Inspector of the Academy, 
and discharged by delegation the 
office of Inspector-General. M, 
Caro was appointed Professor at 
the FncultS des Lettres of Paris, 
1864, was elected a Member of the 
Academy of Sciences, Moral and 
Political, in I860, a Member of the 
French Academy in 1871, and an 
Officer of the Legion of Honour in 
1877. He has written “ Saint Do¬ 
minic and the Dominicans j” and 
under the pseudonym of Saint- 
Hermel, “La Vie de Hus IX.,” 
and "Mysticisme au XVIII 0 Si3cle,” 
1852*54; "L'Idue de Dieu et ses 
Nouveaux Critiques,” 1864; “La 
Philosophie de Goethe,” I860; “Le 
Materialisms ot la Science,” 1868; 
“Les Jours d’Epreuve, 1870-71,” 
1872; “Problemes de Morale So- 
ciale,” 1876; “ Le Pessemisme au 
XIX*. Siecle” 1878; "La fin du 
Dix-huitifcme Sifccle,” 1880; “LTdee 
de Dieu,” and a number of papers 
in the Revue des Deux Monties. M. 
Caro, as a lecturer, is very popular 
in French society. 

CARPENTER, Alfred, M.D., was 
born at Rothwqll, Northampton¬ 
shire, May 28, 1825, his father 
being a medical practitioner of that 
place, and in 1847 he entered St, 
Thomas’s Hospital. He was the 
first student who gained a scholar¬ 
ship at that institution, and he 
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also hold in succession the posts of 
Resident Accoucheur and House 
Surgeon. He took the M.R.C.S. 
and L.S.A. in 1851, and in 1852 
became associated in practice with 
the late Dr. Westell, of Croydon, 
where he has since continued to 
reside. He graduated M.B. at the 
University of London in 1855, and 
M.D. in 1859. In 1859 he was ap¬ 
pointed a member of the Croydon 
Local Board of Health, on which 
he continued to serve, acting occa¬ 
sionally as chairman, until his 
election as President of the Council 
of the British Medical Association 
in 1879, In 1870 he was appointed 
n magistrate for Surrey. Dr. Car¬ 
penter has filled numerous local 
offices of importance, and ho 
also took nn active part in the 
establishment of the Croydon Cot¬ 
tage Hospital and of the Croydon 
Provident Dispensary. In 1878 be 
was Orator of the Medical Society 
of London, and lias been a member 
of various medical and sanitary 
societies. Dr. Carpenter is Exa¬ 
miner in Public Health in the 
University of London, and a mem¬ 
ber of the Court of Examiners at 
the Apothecaries Company. In 
1881 he was nominated n member 
of the Royal Commission appointed 
to inquire into the condition of 
the London Hospititls for small-pox 
and fever cases, and into the 
means of preventing the spread of 
infection. Among his literary

Nov. 1880 j "Health at School j” 
and a series of articles on <r School 
Surgery” in the Practical Teacher , 

CARPENTER, The Right Rev. 
William Boyd, D.D., Bishop of 
Ripon, horn about 1811, was edu¬ 
cated at St. Catharine’s College, 
Cambridge (B.A. 18G4, M.A. 1867). 
After holding various curacies lie 
was, in 1870, appointed Vicar of 
St. James’s, Holloway, whore ho 
remained, until, in 1879, he became 
Vicar of Christ Church, Lancaster 
Gate, W. He was Select Preacher 
at Cambridge in 1875 and 1877 : 
Hulsean Lecturer at Cambridge in 
1878 j and Select Preacher at Ox¬ 
ford in 1882. In the same year 
he was appointed to a vacant 
canonry at Windsor. On the death 
of the late Dr. Bickerstetli he was, 
in 1881, consecrated Bishop of 
Ripon. While vicar of Christ 
Church, Dr. Boyd Carpenter be¬ 
came widely Imown as one of tlio 
most powerful preachers and 
earnest workers of the English 
Church, and, since lie became 
Bishop of Ripon, he has sustained 
his liigh reputation. He presided 
over flic Church Congress hold at 
Wakefield in 1886—a congress 
which will long he remembered as 
one of the most interesting and 
successful over held. 

0ARR, Joseph William Comyns, 
was born in London on the 1st 
March, 1819. He is the third son 
of the late Jonathan Carr, and was 
educated at Bruce Castle School, 
Tottenham. In 1870 he matricu¬ 
lated at the London University, 
and afterwards passed in the 
honours division of the first 
examination for the degree of 
Bachelor of Laws. He became a 
student of the Inner Temple in 
1 8G9, and was called to the Bar in 
1872, having gained a studentship 
in Roman and International Law 
at the Inns of Court. Mr. Comyns 
Carr then joined the Northern 
Circuit, but shortly afterwards 
ceased to practise at the Bar, and 
devoted himself to literature and

journalism. From 1870 to 1880 he 
was a constant contributor to the 
principal literary reviews and 
magazines, and during this period 
ho was attached to the staff of the 
flat unlay Rev tern, the Examiner 3 the 
Acath'uiy, &c. ‘Writing especially 
upon subjects connected with art., 
he held for some years the post of 
Art Critic on the Pall Mall Gazette, 
and in 1875 he accepted the English 
editorship of L’Art. He was also 
associated with Sir Coutts-Lindsay 
in the establishment of the Gros- 
venor Gallery, and has since re¬ 
mained one of the Directors of 
that Institution. His works on 
art include "Drawings by the Old 
Masters/’ 1877 j “ The Abbey 
Church of St. Albans," 1878 j "Ex¬ 
amples of Contemporary Art "1878 i 
"Essays on Art," "Art in Pro¬ 
vincial France," 1883 j and 4 * Papers 
on Aid;," 1881. In recent years 
Mr. Carr has also written for the 
stage. In 1882 lie produced a 
dramatised version of Mr. Hardy’s 
novel, "Far from tho Madding 
Crowd ;" and in 1881 he collabo¬ 
rated with the late Hugh Conway 
in the drama of "Called Back," 
founded upon the popular story of 
the same name. In addition to 
the works above mentioned, ho is 
also the author of "A Fireside 
Hamlet,” and " A United Pair." 

CARRTJTHESS, William, F.R.S., 
F.L.S., was bora at Moffat, Scot¬ 
land, in 1830, and educated at the 
academy there, and afterwards at 
the University and Hew College, 
Edinburgh. He entered the British 
Museum as Assistant in the De¬ 
partment of Botany in 1859 ; and 
succeeded Mr. J. J. Bennett, as 
Keeper of that Department, oil his 
retirement in 1871. Mr. Car- 
ruthers has conducted many ori¬ 
ginal investigations on living and 
fossil plants, and has published 
numerous memoirs on fossil botany 
in the journals and transactions of 
learned societies. He re-edited 
Lindley and Hutton’s " Fossil 
Flora/’ and was afterwards en¬ 


gaged in preparing an accoxmt of 
the fossil plants of Britain, supple¬ 
mentary to that work. 

CASHEL, Archbishop of. See 
CnoKr, Dn. 

CASTELAR Y RISS0LL, Emilio, 
a Spanish politician, and one of 
the most eloquent orators of the 
day, horn in 1S32, became noto¬ 
rious, early in his career, in conse¬ 
quence of his extreme democratic 
and socialistic opinions, ^hich ho 
expounded in various Liberal jour¬ 
nals. For a time he was Professor 
of History and Philosophy in the 
University of Madrid, and in 18CG 
he took a leading part in the revo¬ 
lutionary movement, which was 
put down, by Serrano. On this 
occasion he was condemned to 
death, but he made good his es¬ 
cape, and sought refuge first at 
Genova and afterwards in France. 
When the revolution broke out in 
Sept. 1808, he returned to his 
native country, and was one of the 
most energetic leaders of the re¬ 
publican movement. He exerted 
himself to the utmost in order to 
bring about the establishment of a 
republic, but at the general elec¬ 
tion for tho Constituent CorteB in 
Feb. 18(59, the republicans suc¬ 
ceeded in returning only a small 
proportion of then* candidates, 
among whom, however, was Se&or 
Castelar. In the discussions re¬ 
specting the new constitution of 
Spain, Senor Castelar advocated, 
but unsuccessfully, the principle 
of republican institutions. In 
June, 18G9, ho vigorously opposed 
the project of a regency, and he 
was also concerned in the repub¬ 
lican insurrections which occurred 
iu October of that year. In the 
government chosen bv the Cortes 
after the abdication of King Ama- 
deo, Senor Castelar was Minister 
of Foreign Affairs. On Aug. 21?, 
1873, he was elected President 
o£ the Cortes by 135 votes against 
73, but he vacated that post on 
Sept. (», when he was nominated 
President of tho Executive Power, 
v 
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His first measure was the proroga¬ 
tion of the Cortes and the assump¬ 
tion of dictatorial power. Ho next 
took energetic, but ineffectual, 
measures to suppress tho Carlist 
insurrection, and despatched the 
Minister of War in person to Cuba 
to protect Spanish interests in that 
island. When, however, the Cortes 
re-assembled on Jan. 2,1874, it re¬ 
fused by 120 votes against 100, to 
pass a vote of confidence in Presi¬ 
dent Castolar, who resigned. Tliere- 
ujjou General Pavia, as Captain- 
General of Madrid, forcibly dis¬ 
solved the Cortes, and appointed a 
provisional government with Mar¬ 
shal Surrfino at its bead. Soon 
after the proiw ncinmienfo in favour 
of Alfonso XII., Senor Castelar 
quitted Madrid and proceeded to 
Geneva, Jan. 1S73. While in that 
city, being disgusted at tlio educa¬ 
tional decree promulgated by the 
Spanish Government, he resigned 
the Chair of History in the Univer¬ 
sity of Madrid, March G, 1875. 
Subsequently he retumod to Spain, 
and succeeded, though not without 
considerable difficulty, in obtaining 
a seat in tho Cortes, as Deputy for 
Madrid, at the elections of Jan. 
187G. Since that time he has 
spoken frequently, and always 
with effect; but he has been a 
politician without a party—too 
advanced for Sagasta, too mode¬ 
rate for the Zorrillists. He was 
elected a member of the Spanish 
Academy in 1871, hut he cud not 
deliver his reception speech till 
April 25,1880. Senor Castelar has 
written, ** EmeBto, novela original

1837; "Legendas Populares,” 1837 j

CASTLETOWN, (Lord) Bernard E. B. 
PitzPatrick, 2nd Baron Castletown 
of Upper Ossory, was born ill 1818 
and educated at Eton and Oxford. 
He went through tho PYanco- 
Prussian campaign as assistant 
under the Red Cross Society, and 
was present in Paris during the 
earlier days of the Commune. 
Prom 1871-75 ho served in the 
first Life Guards, and was with the 
Household Cavalry in the Egyp¬ 
tian campaign of 1382, gaining the 
medal and clasp after Tel-el-Kebir. 
He has travelled extensively in 
Lapland, the little known parts of 
Asia Minor, the Pocky Mountains 
and British North America. He 
sat in Parliament for three years 
as Conservative member for Port- 
arlington, and took a prominent 
part in the discussion of Irish 
questions. Since his accession to 
the House of Lords his political 
attitude has always been that of a 
" Moderate.” In I8S5 he was .ap¬ 
pointed Chairman of the Barrow 
Drainage Royal Commission, and 
he is a D.L. and J.P, for Queen's 
Co., Ireland. He married in 1875 
tho Hon. Clare St. Leger, only 
child of Viscount Doncrailc. 

CAULFIELD, Richard, LL.D., 
P.S.A., was born in the city of 
Cork, April 23, 3833, and eduoated 
at the Bandon Endowed School 
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and Trinity College, Dublin* where 
Ins graduated B.A., in 1813, taking 
bubsequently the degrees* of 31.A. 
and LL.D. He r.as appointed 
Lihiarhin of the Royal Institution, 
Cork, in 1861; and Librarian of 
tlie Queen's College, Cork, in 1870. 
Dr. Caulfield was elected a rorre- 
bponcling member of the Society of 
Antiquaries of Normandy in 1830 : 
>i Fellow of the Society oi Anti¬ 
quaries of London in 18(52; and an 
honorary member of the Royal 
\i\idemy of History, Madrid, in 
1882. He is eilitor <>f the Journal 
of the fioyrl Hiatnyicnl and Archtvo - 
As'ttwialion of Ti'clcml;

CAVE, The Hon. Sir Lewis 'Wil¬ 
liam, was born July 3, 1832, at 
Deshorough, in Northamptonshire, 
where his father owned a am all 
estate, and was educated at Rugby, 
under Dr. Tait. In 1831 ho was 
elected to an Exhibition at Lincoln 
College, Oxford, and took his B.A. 
degree in 1855, having been placed 
in the 2nd class classics in the 
final examination. In 1856 he was 
admitted as a student at the Inner 
Temple, and in June 1830 was 
culled to the Bar. In the following 
year he joined the Midland circuit, 
and subsequently left it to join the 
new North-Eastern circuit. Mr. 
Cave was appointed a revising bar¬ 
rister in 18(53, and held the office I 
until he obtained a silk gown in I 
1875. In 1873 he was appointed j 
Recorder of Lincoln. Mr. Cave | 
was elected a Bencher of his Inn | 
in 1877* and in the same year was j 
made a Commissioner of Assize for 
the autumn circuit, In 1880 ho . 
was appointed a Commissioner to [ 


inquire into the Parliamentary 
elect ions at Oxford. In Mm eh, 
1881, Mr. Ca\o was appointed one 
of the Justices! of the High Com t, 
and in April received the honour 
I of knighthood, together with Mr. 
Justice Mathew. Mr. Justice Cave 
h ns edited several law books, J&'ft an 
1 18(51 to 18(53, in conjunction with 
the Hon. E, Chandoa Leigh, Q.C., 
he edited the Report-, of the Court 
for the Consideration of Crown 
Cases Reserved. In 1801 Mr. 
Cave, in conjunction with Mr. Boll, 
edited the seventh edi tion of Stone’s 
, M Practice of Petty Sessions.” In 
1809 he edited the .dxtli edition, 
and in 1873 the seventh edition of 
Addison’s ,<r Treatise of the Law of 
Contracts/’ and in 1879 he edited 
the fifth edition of the same 
author's “ Law of Torts.” While 
at the bar Mr. Justice Cave had 
the reputation of being a sound 
lawyer rather than a brilliant ad¬ 
vocate; and although he had a 
I large and varied business in his 
| circuit, his name will not bo found 
connected with any of the scxisa- 
I tional cases of his time. 

1 CAYLEY, Arthur, F.R.S., D.O.L., 
j LL.D., son of the late Henry 
Cayley, Russia merchant, of a York¬ 
shire family, waa bom at Rich¬ 
mond, Surrey, in 1821, and edu¬ 
cated at King's College, Lon- 
’ don, and Trinity College, Cam- 
| bridge, whero he graduated B.A. 
i in 1812 as Senior Wrangler and 
i first Smith’s prizeman. He was 
successively Scholar and Follow of 
I his College, was called to tho Bar 
at Lincoln’s Inn in 1819, and has 
since practised as a conveyancer. 
In 1863, on the institution of the 
professorship, he was elected Sad- 
lerian Professor of pure mathe¬ 
matics in the University of Cam¬ 
bridge. On Oct, 8, 1875, he was 
elected to a foundation Fellowship 
of Trinity College, Cambridge, 
He is a Fellow of the Royal 
and of the Royal Astronomical 
Societies, the Cambridge Philoso¬ 
phical Society, the London Mathc-

maticul Society, and has contri¬ 
buted on mathematical subjects 
to the Transactions of these and 
other bocieties, and to various 
British and foreign mathematical 
journals. He has been chosen a 
correspondent of the French Insti¬ 
tute for the section of Astronomy, 
and an honorary member, associate, 
or correspondent of several other 
societies. Professor Cayley re¬ 
ceived the degree of D.C.L. from 
the TJniverbity of Oxford in 
1864, nnd that of LL.D. from the 
University ol* Dublin in 1865. He 
was President of the Royal Astro¬ 
nomical Society in 1872-73. He 
received the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Mathematics and Physics 
from the University of Leyden, in 
Feb., 1875. He gave, in the first 
halt of the year 1882, a course of 
mathematical lectures at the John 
Hopkins University, Baltimore. 
In Nov. 1882, the Copley Medal of 
the Royal Society was awarded to 
him for his numerous, profound, 
and comprehensive researches in 
pure mathematics. He was Presi¬ 
dent of the British Association at 
the meeting at Southport in 1883. 

CECIL, Arthur, (whose proper 
name is Arthur Cecil Blunt) the son 
of a well-lmown solicitor, was edu¬ 
cated at East Sheen, and at first in¬ 
tends cl for the army. But he soon 
displayed a great talent for music 
and acting, and first appeared as an 
amateur at the little theatre on 
Richmond Green which had once 
witnessed the triumphs of Kean, 
and the debut of Helen Faueit. In 
1869 he appeared at the rr Gallery 
of Illustration" in Mrs. German 
Reed's company, as Mr. Church- 
mouse in “ No Cards," and as Box 
in the musical version of “ Box 
and Cox/* which he has since 
played hundreds of times with 
immense success. He acted for 
five years in Mrs. German Reed's 
company, and it was here that he 
attained that power of disguise of 
face and manner which has always 
been one of his chief character¬ 


istics. Mr. Cecil's principal parts 
have been Baron Verduret in 
“ Honour," Baron Stein in 4 4 Diplo¬ 
macy," Ned Guyon in the "Mil¬ 
lionaire," and Mr. Poskct in the 
“ Magistrate," all of nrhich have 
been remarkably successful. He is 
at present playing Mr. Voro 
Qucckett in the “ Schoolmistress.” 
Mr. Cecil is joint manager with 
Mi’, John Clayton, of the Court 
Theatre, Sloano Square. 

CECIL, Lord Eustace Brownlow 
Henry, second surviving son of the 
second Marquis of Salisbury, by 
his first wife, was born in London, 
in 1831, and educated at Harrow 
nnd Sandhurst. He entered the 
Army in 1851, served in the 
Crimea, and retired as Captain 
and Lieut-Colonel, Coldstream 
Guards, in 1863. He represented 
South Essex in the House of Com¬ 
mons in the Conservative interest 
from July, 18G5 to December, 1868, 
and West Essex from 1808 until 
1885. In February, 1875, ho was 
appointed Surveyor-General of the 
Ordnance, which post he retained 
until the resignation of his party- 
in 1880. Lord Eustace Cecil is 
the author of " Impressions of 
Life at Home and Abroad," 
1863. 

CERRITO, Francesca, called 
Fanny, a celebrated dancer, born 
in Naples, March 11, 1821, is the 
daughter of an old soldier of the 
Empire. While quite a child Bhe 
was distinguished for great natural 
grace and vivacity. She made her 
first appearance in 1835, at the San 
Carlo theatre, in a ballet called 
“The Horoscope," and croated 
great enthusiasm, and afterwards 
danced at the principal theatres of 
Italy. She was at Vienna for two 
years, and was a favourite every 
season from 1810 to 1845, in Lon¬ 
don, where she danced the famous 
pas de quatre with Taglioni, Car- 
lotta Grisi, and Lucille Grahn. 
About this time she was married to 
a distinguished dancer and violin¬ 
ist, M. A, St, Leon, from whom she 
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mis separated in 1850. Mdme. 
Cerrito, who was called the 
*• Fourth Grace/’ composed jointly 
■with M. Tlieophile Gautier, the 
41 Gipsy/* “ Gemma,” and other 
ballets'. She is now residing in 
Paris. 

CESNOLA (Count), Luigi Palma ai, 
LL.D., horn atEivarolo, near Turin, 
Italy, June 29, 1832, received a 
collegiate education, after which 
he was placed in a seminary with 
a new to his entering the priest¬ 
hood. Preferring, however, ft more 
active life, he left the seminary to 
enter the Saidinian Array on the 
outbreak of the war with Austria 
in 1818, when he attained the rank | 
of Lieutenant. On the close of I 
the war he entered the Royal , 
Military Academy at Clieraseo , 
(near Turin), from which he gradu- j 
ated in 1831. After sexwing in 
the army several years lie went 
to New York in 1800, and in 1801 
was made a Lieut.-Colonel in the 
volunteer sexwice of the 17. S. army, 
and subsequently a Colonel. At the 
clo^e of the civil war lie was 
appointed American Consul at 
Cyprus, where ho remained until 
the consulate was abolished (1805- 
1877). It was while lie occupied 
that position that he made the 
discovery of antiquities with which 
his name is now associated, He 
has been made an honorary mem¬ 
ber of many scientific and literary 
societies, and the Kings of Italy 
and Bavaria have bestowed knight¬ 
ly orders upon him. Both Columbia 
and Princeton Colleges conferrofl on 
him the degree of LL.D. In 1872 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
in New York secured by purchase 
the Cypriote antiquities collected , 
up to that date, and di Cesnola i 
was granted an extended leave of 
absence to visit New York and 
arrange and classify them. Re¬ 
turning to Cyprus in 1873 he made 
further discoveries and collections, 
which were also secured to the 
Metropolitan Museum. In 1877 
he settled permanently in New

CHADWICK, David,youngest son 
of John and Rebecca Chadwick, 
was bom at Macclesfield, Dec. 23, 
1821. He was educated at Man¬ 
chester, and in 1813 began busi¬ 
ness as a professional account¬ 
ant. In 1811 he was appointed 
Treasurer to the Coiporation of 
Salford, and retained that office 
till 1SC0. He took an active part 
in the establishment of the Salford 
Royal Free Library and Museum, 
Peel Park, and of the Salford 
Working Men's College, and was 
the first treasurer of both institu¬ 
tions. He was Honorary Secretary 
i and afterwards President of the 
Manchester Statistical Society, and 
i was the first President of the Mun- 
i Chester Institute of Accountants. 

He was elected M.P. for Blaeoles- 
j field in 18(18, and was re-elected in 
1874. In 1S80 he was again re¬ 
turned for the same constituency, 
but on petition the election was 
declared void. No new writ was 
issued, and a Royal Commission 
declared in March, 1881, that ex¬ 
tensive bribery had prevailed. He 
was sometime ft member of the 
Council of the London Statistical 
Society, and wrote n history of the 
rate ot wages in Lancashire in 200 
trades and occupations during 
twenty years, 1839 to 1859, He is 
also the author of various essays 
on Parliamentary Representation, 
Working Men's Colleges, Poor 
Rates and Principle of Rating, 
Water Meters, Financial Aspect of 
^Sanitary Reform, the Equitable 
Adjustment of the Income-Tax, 
and Joint Stock Companies, He is 
a prize essayist and associate of 
the Institute of Civil Engineers, 
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and head of the firm of Chadwicks, j 
Boardman, and Co., accountants, | 
of London and Manchester, Ho 
erected and established the Mac¬ 
clesfield Free Library, and pre¬ 
sented it to the Corporation; and 
was one of the founders of the 
Globe Cotton Spinning and Manu¬ 
facturing Company in that town. 
He married, first, Louisa, youngest 
daughter of William Bow, Esq., 
of Broughton, Manchester, and, 
second, Ursula, eldest daughter of 
Thomas Sop with. Esq., M.A..O.E,, 
F.E.S., of Nowcast le-on-Tyne and 
Westminster. 

CHADWICK, Edwin, C.B., social 
economist, born in l&Ul, was called 
to the Bar in 1830. His first pub¬ 
lication was an article in the West¬ 
minster Review, in 1828, on Life 
Assurances. He attracted the 
notice of Jeremy Bontlmm, who 
bequeathed to him part of liis 
library and a small legacy* When 
Lord Grrey*s Government issued the 
Commission of Inquiry into the 
Administration of the Poor-Law, 
Mr. Chadwick was appointed As¬ 
sistant-Commissioner, and his in¬ 
vestigations in the rural districts 
were of great service. He was 
engaged on the Commission of 
Inquiry into the Labour of Young 
Persons in Factories, intended to 
protect young children engaged 
chiclly in cotton-mills from physica 1 
deterioration by overwork j and 
although its object, with respect to 
the securities for an efficient system 
of half-time instruction, was de¬ 
feated, the foundation was laid for 
the system of Governmental inspec¬ 
tion, since extended to labour in 
mines and other branches of in¬ 
dustry. Mr.Chadwickwas appointed 
one of the Commissioners for pre¬ 
paring the Report on the Adminis¬ 
tration of the Poor-Law. The 
measures adopted were chiefly 
remedial, and for the direct repress 
sion of abuses i but Mr. Chadwick , 
urged a preventive course,inclnding I 
the industrial training of children | 
separately from adult paupers in , 


j district schools, mid tho entire 
abolition of the law of settlement. 
In 1838 ho obtained the consenL of 
the Poor-Law Commissioners to a 
special inquiry into the local and 
preventable causes of disease, and 
tho improvement of habitations in 
the metropolis. This inquiry, after¬ 
wards extended to the whole of 
England and Wales, was undertaken 
by Mr. Chadwick, in addition to 
his laborious duties as Secretary to 
the Poor-Law Commission. From 
the formei investigations proceeded 
the Sanitary Report, proposing a 
venous and arterial system of water- 
supply and drainage for the im¬ 
provement of towns, and works for 
the application of sewage to agri¬ 
cultural production. In IS 13 lie 
produced a report on interments in 
towns, which laid the foundation of 
legislative measures on that sub¬ 
ject. In 1839 Mr. Chadwick was 
appointed on the Constabulary 
Force Commission for the preven¬ 
tion of offences, the detection of 
offenders, and the organization of 
the police forces. In 1818 ho was 
appointed a Commissioner of the 
General Board of Health for im¬ 
proving the supplies of water, and 
the sewage, drainage, cleansing, 
and paving of towns. Upon the* 
reconstruction of this Board, in 
185 b when it was placed under 
political chiefs who are changed 
with the Governmental!’.Chadwick 
retired with a pension. In 18ifi 
ho was made a 0. B. j and in 1851 
his aid was sought by Government 
in framing measures for the im¬ 
provement of the civil service. He 
has since published a paper on its 
reorganization, more especially on 
the results of competitive examina¬ 
tions for appointments, and on the 
necessity of further securities to 
insure promotion in the public 
service. Ho has published in the 
Transactions of tlio Statistical 
I Society papers read there, and at 
i the British Association, on tho 
t principles of competition far pri- 
, vatc as well as for public servioe, 
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In 1853 he read a paper at the 
Liverpool meeting of the Associa¬ 
tion for the Promotion of Social 
Science, on the application of sani¬ 
tary science to the 2 >rotcction of 
the Indian army, which led to the 
appointment of a Commission on 
that subject. In 1859-GO he 
examined, in aid of the Education 
Commission, and collected evidence 
laid before Parliament, on the 
results of good voluntary half-time 
schools, the effects o± physical 
training, including the naval and 
military drill, in good district 
pauper schools on the half-time 
system, the results of voluntary 
combinations of educational means, 
and the division of educational 
labour, on the principles of the 
district schools, and the great 
saving of time and expense and 
improvement in mental and bodily 
power obtained thereby. In the 
Transactions of the British Asso¬ 
ciation ho published a paper read 
at Oxford on the physiological ns 
well as the psychological limits to 
mental labour. 

CHAILLU, Paul B. Du. (See 
Du Chaillu.) 

CHALLEM EL-LAC OUR, Paul 
Armand, a French Senator, born at 
Avranchcs (Manche), May 19,1827. 
studied at Paris in the Lycfie of 
Saint Louis, entered the Normal 
School in 1810, and was first in the 
competition for graduation in philo¬ 
sophy in IS 19. He was sent as Pro¬ 
fessor of Philosophy to the Lycees 
of Pau anclLimoges. Arrested and 
imprisoned after the coup iVetat, and 
then banished from Franee,he with¬ 
drew to Belgium, where ho delivered 
lectures with success, and next to 
S witzerland,where hewas appointed 
Professor of French Literature in 
the “Polytechnicon ,J of Zurich. 
After the amnesty he returned to 
his native country (1859), and con¬ 
tributed articles on literature, art, 
and philosophy to the Temps, the 
Revue Nationale f the Revue des Cours 
ScientijiqiteB et Litteraire s, the JRcrue 
Moderne , of which ho became 


manager, and the Revvc des Be iu 
Monties. In 18GS he established, in 
conpmction withMessieui sBriison, 
Allain-Turge, and Uftmbett'i, the 
Revue Politique , of which lie under¬ 
took the management, and ronse- 
quently underwent a conviction for 
publishing the li&ts of subscriptions 
for a monument to the repreaentu- 
tive Baudin. Appointed Prefect of 
the Rhone after the 4th of Sept., 
1870, he was called upon to admi¬ 
nister the affairs of the turbulent 
city of Lyons in circumstances of 
extreme difficulty. It is true that 
he did not succeed in preventing 
excesses there, but it iB urged on 
his behalf that liis authority was 
counterbalanced and held in check 
by the Committee of Public Safety, 
Ho resigned this office Fob. 5,1S71, 
and on Jan. 7,1872, he was elected 
Deputy in the Radical interest for 
the Bouches-du-Bhbne. In the 
Chamber he distinguished himself 
by liis eloquence and his readiness 
and calmness in debate. On Jan, 
30, 1870, he was elected a Senator 
by the department of the Bouelius- 
du-Rhone. M. Challemol-Lacour 
was mixed up at about the same 
period in two important law-suits. 
One of these was brought by the 
Brothers of Christian Doctrine of 
the commune of Caluire, in the De¬ 
partment of the Rhdne, whose es¬ 
tablishment had been occupied by 
troops during the war. After pro¬ 
longed arguments, and notwith¬ 
standing a ministerial decree of 
April 10,1878, which declared that 
the Prefect had acted in the name 
of the State, the Court of Cassation 
sent back the ease to the Court of 
Dijon, which, on Jan. 30,1879, con¬ 
demned M. ChaUemel-Lacour and 
his associates in 97,213 francs 
damages. The second action wa3 
brought by M. Chnllemel-Lacour 
against La France "Nouvelle, a Legi¬ 
timist journal, which had charged 
him with cheating at play in a 
club, and the defendants were con¬ 
demned, on Jan. G, 1879, to pay a 
fine of 2000 franca and 10,000 
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francs costs. A few days after¬ 
wards (Jan. Ifc) be was sent to 
Berne as ambassador to the Swiss 
Confederation. On Juno 11, 1880, 
be was nominated ambassador to 
the Court of St. James’s, in suc¬ 
cession to M. Leon Say. On his 
appointment being made known in 
this country, an angry debate took 
place in the House of Commons, 
got up by Mr. O’Donnell, as to M. 
Challeiuel - Lacour’s antecedents. 
Mr. O’Donnell was, however, de¬ 
feated by 215 votes against 119. 
M. Challemel-Lacour continued to 
be Ambassador in London till Feb. 

1882, when ho was recalled at his 
own request. In the Cabinet 
formed by M. Jules Ferry in Feb. 

1883, M. Challemel-Lacour held the 
portfolio of Foreign Affairs, M. 
Challemel-Lacour was one of the 
founders, and is chief editor, of 
the Ropublique Fm»?aise.

CHAMBERLAIN, The Right Hon. 
Joseph, M.P., eldest son of the Late 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, a member 
of one of the City Companies, was 
born in London in 1836. His mother 
was Caroline,daughter of Mr. Henry 
Harben. He was educated at Uni¬ 
versity College School, and after¬ 
wards became a member of a firm of 
wood-screw makers at Birmingham 
(Nettlefold & Chamborlaiu), which 
bis father had joined in 1854. He 
retired from business in 1871 shortly 
after the decease of liis father. Mr. 
Chamberlain had at this time ob¬ 
tained a certain local celebrity in 
consequence of his advanced Radi¬ 
cal opinions and the fluency of 
speech with, which he expressed 
them in one of the Birmingham 
debating societies. In 1868 he was 
appointed Chairman of the first? 


Executive Committee of the Edu¬ 
cation League, and in November 
of the same year a member of the 
Birmingham Town Council. In 
1873 he became Chairman of the 
Birmingham School Board, of 
which ho was first elected a mem¬ 
ber in 1870. Mr. Chamberlain 
is also an Alderman of Birming¬ 
ham, and was three times succes¬ 
sively elected Mayor of the Borough 
(1874-75-76). His name was first 
brought before the public in Feb¬ 
ruary, 1871, when he came forward, 
at the general election, bo oppose 
Mr. Roebuck at Sheffield. He was 
not successful, the numbers polled 
being 11,193 for Roebuck, 12,858 
for Mundella, and 11,053 for Cham¬ 
berlain. In June, 1876, he was re¬ 
turned for Birmingham, to fill up 
the vacancy occasioned by Mr. 
Dixon’s retirement from Parlia¬ 
mentary life. In the House of 
Commons Mr. Chamberlain chiefly 
attracted notice by his advocacy 
of the Gothenburg system of li¬ 
censing places where intoxicating 
liquors ore sold. He is in favour 
of disestablishment and of com¬ 
pulsory secular education. At tho 
general election of April, 1880, he 
was returned with Mr. Muntz and 
Mr. Bright for Birmingham, the 
three Liberals gaining a large ma¬ 
jority over the Conservative can¬ 
didates, Major F. Burnaby and the 
Hon. A. G. C. Calthorpo, On the 
formation of Mr. Gladstone’s Ad¬ 
ministration immediately after 
that election, Mr. Chamberlain 
was nominated President of the 
Board of Trade, with a seat in the 
Cabinet. As such lie prepared and 
passed the Bankruptcy Act which 
is now in force, and attempted, 
but in vain, to pass a strong Mer¬ 
chant Shipping Bill.

In 1857 he was placed in 
charge of the chemical department 
of Union College, and in 3858 wns 
appointed to the Chair of Chemistry 
in the New York College of Phar¬ 
macy. Tn 18GI bo was made Pro¬ 
fessor of Analytical Chemistry in 
the School of Mines connected with 
Columbia College, New York. In 
1SG5 he was appointed chemist to 
the Now York Metropolitan Board 
of Health, of which for a number 
of years ho was President. In 
1870, in connection with his bro¬ 
ther, he established the Americaii 
Chemist, a monthly periodical, in 
which the results of his principal 
investigations have appeared. He 
became connected with the Now 
York College of Physicians and 
Surgeons in 1872. He has pub¬ 
lished "The Inaugimal Disserta¬ 
tion,” 185G; "Report on Water 
for Locomotives,” 18G3 ; f Exami¬ 
nation of Various Rocks and 
Minerals,” which appeared in the 
geological reports of Iowa and 
Wisconsin; “ Investigations on 
Mineral Waters,” and papers on 
the water supply of cities, on 
petroleum, on the purification of 
coal-gas; and has also contributed 
numerous scientific articles to 
Johnson’s "Universal Cycloptedia,” 
1874-77. 

CHANDLER, Henry Wm, ( M.A., 
Fellow of Pembroke College, Wayn- 
flete Professor of Moral and Meta¬ 
physical Philosophy, 18G7, Curator 
of the Bodleian Library, Oxford, 
only son of the late Mr, R. 
Chandler, was born in London in 
1828. He was privately educated, 
and matriculated at Pembroke 
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College, Oxford, June, ISIS, and 
obtained a First Class iu Litt. 
Human. 1852. Professor Chandler 
is author of " An Examination of 
Mr. Jolf’s edition of Aristotle’s 
Ethics,” 1850 ; “A Paraphrase of 
the Nicomachean Ethics of Aris¬ 
totle, Book the First,” 1859; ,f A 
Practical Introduction to Creek 
Accentuation, 1802 (2nd edition, 
1881); “Miscellaneous Emendations 
and Suggestions/' 1800; ,f The 
Philosophy of Mind, a corrective 
for some errors of the day,” 1867 ; 
st Elements of Greek Accentuation,” 
18G7 (2nd edition, 18/8); “ Cata¬ 
logue of Editions of Aristotle’s 
Nicomachean Ethics, &c., printed 
in the 15th century," 1808 ; ,# Ele¬ 
ments of Psychology on the Prin¬ 
ciples of Beneke, translated from 
the German,” 1871; " Chronolo¬ 
gical Index of Editions of Aristo¬ 
tle’s Nicomachean Ethics,” 1878; 
“Five Court Rolls of Great Cres- 
singluim/’ 1885, &c. 

CHAPLEATJ, Hon. Josoph Adolphe, 
Q.O,, Secretary of State for the 
Dominion of Canada, was horn at 
Ste. Thermae do Blainville, Quebec, 
Nov. 9, 1810. He entered the Pro¬ 
vincial Legislature in 1807, and 
from 1878 to 1871 was Soliciknv 
General. He became Provincial 
Secretary in 1870, and Premier of 
Quebec in 1879. Since 1882 he 
has been Secretary of State. 

CHAPMAN, General Sir Erederick 
Edward, son of Richard 

Chapman, Esq., of Gatchell, So¬ 
mersetshire, was bom in British 
Guiana in 1816. After passing 
through the Royal Military Aca¬ 
demy at Woolwich, he entered the 
corps of Royal Engineers in 1835, 
became a captain in 1810, a colonel 
in the army in 1855, and a lieu¬ 
tenant-colonel of the Royal Engi¬ 
neers in 1859. In the year 1851 he 
was sent on a special mission to Con¬ 
stantinople, and was employed in 
surveying the positions in Turkey 
previous to the arrival of the 
British army in that country. 
Colonel Chapman was present at 


the hattlcn of the Alma and Iuki*r- 
man, served throughout the hiogi* 
of Kebastopol, during the early 
part of which he was director of 
the left attack, and during the 
latter part executive engineer to 
the forces. As a reward for his 
valuable services ho received a 
medal with three ela&ps, the Sar¬ 
dinian and Turkish medals, the 3rd 
class of the Mcdjidio, besides 1 >eing 
appointed a Companion of the Bath 
and an officer of the Legion of 
Honour. He was made a Knight 
Commander of the Order of the 
Bath in 1807, and attained the rank 
of Major-General the same year. 
Sir Frederick held the post of Go¬ 
vernor and Commander-in- Chief of 
Bermuda from 1807 to 1870, and 
that of Inspector-General of Forti¬ 
fications and Director of Works 
from the last date to 1875. He 
became a Lieutenant-G eneral in the 
army, and n Colonel-Commandant 
of the lioyal Engineers in May, 

1872 ; and was advanced to the 
brevet of General in Oct. 1877. In 
the latter year he was created a 
G.C.B. He was placed on the 
retired list in 1881. 

CHARCOT, Jean Martin, born at 
Paris in 1825, obtained his degree 
of M.D, in 1853. In 1850 lie ivas 
appointed Physician of the Central 
Bureau of Hospitals, and haa 
gained a reputation by liia impoi*- 
tant investigations into the mala¬ 
dies of the nervous system. In 

1873 he was elected a member of 
tho Academy of Medicine in the 
section of pathological anatomy. 
He is the author of “ De/Expecta¬ 
tion en Medecine,” 1857 ; ff De la 
PneumoniaChronique/ 5 1860; “La 
M<5decine Empirique et la Mcdecine 
Scientifiquo,” 1867 ; # * LeyonB Cli- 
niquea sur les Maladies des Vieil- 
lards,” 1868; “Lemons sur les 
Maladies du Systeme Nervous,” 
1873; “Leeons but les Maladies 
du Foie, des Voies Biliaires et des 
Rains,” 1877; “Lecons sur les Mala¬ 
dies du Systeme Nerveux faites a 
Salpetriere,” 1880. M. Charcot has 
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annotated tlio French translation 
of Baring Gnrrod’s "Treatise on 
Gout.” &e is one of tlic directors 
of the Archives cl? Physiologic , and 
lias been decorated with the Legion 
of Honour. 

CHARD, Major John Rouse Mer- 
riott, V.C., was born Dec. 21, 1847, 
being the second son of the late 
Mr. William Wheaton Chard, of 
Pathe, Somerset, and Mount Ta¬ 
mar, Devon, He was educated 
first ftt the Plymouth New Gram¬ 
mar School, and then at Woolwich, 
and obtained his commission in 
the Royal Engineers July 15,18G8. 
After two years at Chatham he 
went to Bermuda, where lie was 
employed for three years on the 
fortifications near Hamilton for 
the defence of the dockyard and 
naval anchorage. Coming on leave 
to England on the death of his 
father, he was sent to Malta to 
complete his foreign service, re¬ 
maining about two years employed 
on the new forts there. On his 
return to England he was quar¬ 
tered at Aldershot, and took part 
in the Army Manoeuvres. After a 
short stay at Chatham he went to 
Exeter (Western District) for 
about two years. Ordered from 
there to Aldershot to join the 5th 
company of Royal Engineers on the 
mobilization of the Army Corps 
for the East, he went with the com¬ 
pany to Chatham, and embarked 
with it for Natal, Dec. 2, 1878, 
arriving at Durban early in Jan. 
1879. On Jan. 22 Lieutenant Chard 
was the hero of the famous defence 
of Rorkc’s Drift. He was left in 
charge of the Commissariat post, 
and an attack being imminent, a 
barricade was hastily thrown up 
under his direction, the men using 
for this purpose a number of bags, 
biscuit tins, and other matters 
belonging to the commissariat 
stores, being part of the time under 
fire. The attack was made soon 
after dark by at least 3000 Zulus, 
and the fight was kept up during 
the greater part of the night, The 


Zulus got inside the barricade six 
times, and were as often driven 
out at the point of the bayonet. 
In the meantime another body of 
Zulu troops passed to the rear of 
the military hospital aud set fire 
to it. At dawn the attacking force 
withdrew, for Lord Chelmsford’s 
column was then Heen approaching, 
and was enthusiastically hailed by 
the gallant defenders. Three hun¬ 
dred and fifty-one dead Zulus were 
counted near the entrenchment, 
and the number killed since that 
attack was estimated at 1000. The 
defenders of Rorke’s Drift wero 
undoubtedly the means of saving 
Grey Town and Helpmakaar, and 
also of securing time for effecting 
a retreat with the main column. 
Lieutenant Chard loft Rorke’s 
Drift sick with fever on Feb. 17 
for Ladysmith, where he was hos¬ 
pitably entertained at the house 
of Dr. Hyde Allen Park, He loft 
Ladysmith for the front on April 
27, rejoined the 5th company of 
the Royal Engineers at Landsman’s 
Drift on April 20, and was present 
at the battle of Ulundi. On re¬ 
turning to St. Paul’s he was pre¬ 
sented with the Victoria Cross by 
Sir Garnet Wolseley. Soon after¬ 
wards ho was ordered home. Ar¬ 
riving at Portsmouth Oct. 2,1879, 
he was met by a telegram from 
Her Majesty, and shortly after¬ 
wards he proceeded to Balmoral, 
where he was graciously received 
by the Queen. For his services lie 
was advanced to the rank of Major. 

CHARLES I. (Karl Friedrich 
Alexander), King of Wilr Lemberg, 
eldest son of the late King Wil¬ 
liam I., was born March G, 1823, 
and succeeded to Lhe throne Juno 
25,18G1. He followed the policy of 
his father on the Sclileswig-Holstein 
question, and formed one of the 
Minor States party in the Diet, 
in the Austro-Pmssian war of 
18GG he allied himBelf with Austria, 
but on Aug. 23 signed a treaty 
of alliance with Prussia j and in 
the French wav pf 1870 his army 
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fought with the Prussians. His 
Majesty, who is a Colonel of a 
Russian regiment of dragoons, 
married, July 13, 18 Pi, the Grand 
Duchess Olga Nicolajewna, daugh¬ 
ter of Nicholas I., late Czar of 
Russia. 

CHARLES I. (Charles Eitel Fre¬ 
derick Zephirin Louis), King of 
Kou mania, was born April 20,1830, 
being the second son of Prince 
Kohtmzollern-Sigmaringen, head of 
the second of the non-reigning 
branches of the princely house of 
Hohenzollern. He was elected and 
proclaimed Prince Regnant of Rou- 
lnaniu, with hereditary succession, 
by a plebiscite, taken April 8-20, 
i860, and definitely recognised on 
Oct. 21 in that year by the Sublime 
Porte andthe guaranteeing Powers. 
The Prince had previously been a 
sub-lieutenant in the 2nd regiment 
of Prussian dragoons, and it is 
believed that liis candidature for 
the throne of Roumania, which had 
become vacant by the expulsion of 
Prince Alexander John, was pro¬ 
posed by Prussia, and supported by 
her diplomatic action. His reign has 
been marked throughout by inter¬ 
nal dissensions and parliamentary 
crises. Thu unwarrantable perse¬ 
cution of the Jews in Moldavia 
elicited indignant protests from 
various foreign governments, who 
likewise complained that bands of 
armed men were allowed to be 
formed within the Roumanian terri¬ 
tory, with the object of creating 
disturbances on the Lower Danube. 
The disputes in the Roumanian 
Chamber, and the incessant minis¬ 
terial changes, led to a dissolution 
of the Chamber of Bucharest in 
1869. A convention was concluded 
between his Government and the 
Czar, permitting the Russians to 
cross the Danube in April, 1877. 
The Roumanian army was then mo¬ 
bilised, and war declared against 
Turkey. In Sept, and Oct. 1877, 
Prince Charles held the nominal 
command of the Army of the West, 
and ho fought at Plevna, where the 


Roumanians behaved with great 
gallantry, and suffered heavy losses. 
He received, in acknowledgment of 
his services, the cro^ of St. George 
from Alexander IL, to whom he 
sent in return, the decoration of 
the Order of the Star of Roumania. 
He had the title of w Royal High¬ 
ness ** from 1S78 till March 26, 
1881, when ho was proclaimed King 
of Roumania by a unanimous vote 
of the representatives of the nation. 
The coronation ceremony took 
place on May 22. Ho married, Nov. 
13, 1869, Pauline Elizabeth Ottilie 
Louise (born 18J3), daughter of 
the late Prince Hermann of Wied. 
(See Elizabeth.) 

CHAB1EY, Sir William, Q.C., 
D.C.L., born in 1833, is the young¬ 
est son of the late Matthew 
Charley, Esip, of Einaghy House, 
near Belfast. He was educated at 
St. John’s College, Oxford, and 
took his degree of B.A. in 1856, 
and D.C.L., by accumulation, in 
1868. In 18G3 he was called to 
the Bar at the Inner, Temple, 
having obtained the first certifi¬ 
cate of honour of the first-class, 
and the exhibition at final ex¬ 
amination of Council of Legal 
Education. He has been Common 
Serjeant of the City of London 
since 1878, and in 1880 was made 
a Q.C. From 18C8 to 1880 he 
represented Salford in the House 
of Commons in the Conservative 
interest, but was rejected at the 
Election of 1880, and unsuccess¬ 
fully contested Ipswich in 1883. 
Sir William Charley is a judge of 
the Central Criminal Court, and 
of the Lord Mayor’s Court. He 
was knighted in 1880. 

CHARLOTTE, Ex-Empress of 
Mexico (Katie Charlotte Amelia 
Auguste Victoire Clementine Leo- 
poldine), daughter of Leopold L, 
King of the Belgians, born June 7, 
1810, was married July 27, 1867, 
to the ill-fated Maximilian, after¬ 
wards Emperor of Mexico. In the 
midst of his embarrassments, Maxi¬ 
milian sent his enmress to Paris in 
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1SGG to seek more effectual aid 
from tlio Emperor Napoleon. She 
failed entirely in lier mission, and 
proceeded to Italy, where her 
reason gave way in consequence of 
the troubles she had already under¬ 
gone, and of those which she 
foresaw her husband would ex¬ 
perience. Her Majesty was removed 
to the palace of Laekon, near 
Brussels, and it is said that during 
lucid intervals she lias since 
employed her time in writing 
Memoirs of the History of tlio 
Mexican Empire. Her recovery 
is considered hopeless. 

CHARNOCK, Richard Stephen, 
Ph.D., F.S.A., bom in London, 
August 11, lb20, is the sou of 
■Richard Charnock, Esq., of the 
Tnnor Temple, barrister-at-law. 
Ho was educated at King’s College, 
London, and admitted an attorney 
in lb 11. He has travelled through 
the whole of Europe, and has also 
visited the North of Africa and 
Asia Minor; and has devoted much 
time to the study of anthropology, 
archaeology, and philology, espe¬ 
cially the Celtic and Oriental 
languages. Hr. Charnock is a 
member of many learned societies, 
and Doctor of Philosophy of the 
University of Gttttingen. Among 
very many contributions to phil¬ 
ology, anthropology, a^ud science 
in general. Dr. Charnock is author 
of “Guide to Tyrol ”1857 ;"Local 
Etymology,” 1859? "Guide to 
Spain and Portugal,” 1805 * * Verba 
Nominalia,” 1SGG j "Ludns Patro- 
nymicus” 18G8; " The Peoples of 
Transylvania,” 1870; " Manorial 
Customs of Essex,” 18/0 j f ‘ Patro- 
nyinica Cornu-Britannica,” 1870 ? 
“On the Physical, Mental, and 
Philological Characters of the Wal¬ 
lens,” 1871 j" Le Sefcto Commune,” 
1871; " Bradshaw’s Illustrated 
Handbook to Spain and Portugal,” 
new edition, 187G j a Glossary of 
the Essex dialect, 1879; and 
“Prcenomhia: or, the Etymology 
of the principal Christian names of 
Great Britain and Ireland,” 1882. 


OHARTERIS, The Rev. Archibald 
Hamilton, M.A., D.D., horn in 
Wamphray, Dumfriesshire, Dec.13, 
1835, was educated at the parish 
school and Edinburgh University, 
whore he took the degree of 15. A. in 
IS52, and of M.A. in 1853. lie was 
| presented to the pnrishof St .Quivox, 
Ayrshire, in 1858, to Newabbey in 
1859,and called to the Park Church, 
Glasgow, in 1803. He was ap¬ 
pointed one of Her Majesty’s Chap¬ 
lains for Scotland in 1870, having 
previously received the degree of 
D.D. from Edinburgh University 
in 18G8. Ho was appointed to tho 
Chair of Biblical Criticism in the 
University of Edinburgh in 1808, 
which ho still holds. Professor 
Chorions is tho author of " Life of 
James Robertson, D.D.,” 18GS j 
" Canonioity: ft Collection of Early 
Testimonies to the Books of tho 
New Testament,” 1S80; "The 
Christian Scriptures,” being the 
Avail Lectures, 1882, and of several 
occasional pamphlets and lectures. 
In ecclesiastical work he is best 
known as Vice-Convener of the 
G eneml Assembly’s Committee for 
the Abolition of Patronage, which 
accomplished its work in 1871, and 
as Convener of the General Assem¬ 
bly’s Committee on Christian Life 
and Work from its first appoint¬ 
ment to tho present time. The 
purpose and effect of this committee 
is inquiry into and reporting upon 
the methods of work employed in 
the various parishes of the Church 
of Scotland, so that through tho 
influence of the General Assembly 
and of public opinion, those me¬ 
thods may be developed and im¬ 
proved, 

CHARTRES [Duo els), Robert 
Philippe - Louis - Eugene - Ferdinand 
d’Orleans, youngest son of the late 
Duke of Orleans, and grandson of 
the late Louis Philippe, wan horn 
at Paris, Nov. 9,1810. When only 
two yeai’s old lie lost his father, 
and six years later the Revolution 
drove him into exile. The young 
duke was carefully brought up' at

Eisenach in Germany, and after¬ 
wards joined his family in England, 
He served in the Feaeial army in 
the fir'st campaign of the American 
civil war in 1802. Ho married, 
June 11, 1803, Fran<;oise- Marie - 
Amclie of Orleans, eldest daughter 
of the Prince de Joinvillo, and has 
i=aue a daughter, horn Jan. 13,18G3, 
and two tons, horn respectively 
Jan. 1J, 1S00, and Oct. 10, 1807- 
After the IIevolution of Sept. 1, 
1^70, he returned incognito to 
France, and served in General 
Chaney’s army under an assumed 
name j and in 1S71, when the Na¬ 
tional Assembly had revoked the 
law of banishment against the 
Orleans family, ho vas appointed 
a Major, and permitted to serve 
without pay in the French anny. 
In 1883 his name n as struck off the 
active list of the army by a decree 
of the Republican Government. He 
was at once removed from the com¬ 
mand of the 12th Chasseurs and 
was peremptorily ordered on Fob. 
23 to quit Iiuuen, at which city 
that regiment was stationed, within 
twelve hours. 

CHASSEFOT, Antoine Alphonse, 
a French inventor, born March J, 
1833, is the son of a working gun¬ 
smith, to which trade he was him¬ 
self brought up. Entering the 
Government workshops, he was 
attached in 1838 to that of St. 
Thomas, at Paris, as Controller of 
the second class; attained the rank 
of Controller of the first class in 
1801, and that of Principal in 1801. 
The result of his study of the 
mechanism of small arms,especially 
of the famous Prussian needle-gun, 
was the invention of the Chasscpot 
rifle, which was adopted by the 
French army; and, according to 
the official accounts, fr did wonders” 
against the Garibaldians at Mon¬ 
tana . M. Ch assepot was afterwards 
officially attached to the national 
manufactory of arms at Chatel- 
lerault, near Poitiers. He took 
out patents for his invention, and 
the royalty he received on the 


rifles manufactured brought him 
in a large income. He was deco¬ 
rated with the Legion of Honour 
in 1800. 

CHELMSFORD (Lord), The Right 
Hon. Frederic Augustus Thesiger, 
G.C.B., is the eldest son of the first 
Lord Chelmsford, who was twice 
Lord Chancellor in the Government 
of the late Lord Derby,by his wife 
Anna Maria, younge&t daughter of 
Mr. William Tinhng, of Southamp¬ 
ton. He was born May 31,1827, 
and educated at Eton. In 18hi he 
entered the Rifle Brigade. He was 
tiansferred in the following year 
to the Grenadier Guards, as ensign 
and lieutenant, and lie attained, in 
the ordinary course of promotion, 
the rank of lieutenant and captain 
(1S5P). He became Major in 1835; 
Captain and Lieutenant-Colonel in 
1837; Lieutenaut-Colonel, 95th 
Foot, in 1858; Colonel in 1883; 
Major-General in 1877; and Lieu¬ 
tenant-General in 1882. He served 
in the Crimean campaign as aide- 
de-camp to Major-General Mark¬ 
ham, including the siege and fall 
of Sebastopol, and for his services 
he was promoted to ft brevet 
majority. Having exchanged into 
the 95th Regiment as second Lieu¬ 
tenant-Colonel, he served in the 
Indian Mutiny campaign. He 
succeeded Colonel Raines, C.B., in 
the command of the 95th Regiment, 
As Deputy Adjutant-General in the 
Abyssinian campaign of 1808 he 
was present at the capture of Mag- 
dala. For his services in this cam¬ 
paign he was nominated a Com¬ 
panion of the Bath and one of her 
Majesty's aides-de-camp. He was 
Adjutant-General to the forces in 
India from 180S till Dec. 1877, 
when he was appointed to command 
the troops at Shorncliffo, and sub¬ 
sequently the 1st Infantry Brigade 
at Aldershot. In March, 1877, he 
attained the rank of Major-General, 
and in January of the following 
year he was nominated to succeed 
General Sir Arthur Cuuninghame 
as Commander of the Forces and 
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Lieutenant - Governor of Cape 
Colony. Ho completed the sub¬ 
jugation of the Kaffirs* and re¬ 
stored Caffraria to a condition of 
tranquillity, and for these services 
was made a Knight Commander of 
tlio Order of the Bath. He had 
succeeded to the pcei'ago on his 
father's death in 1878. Lord 
Chelmsford was appointed to the 
chief command of the British 
troops in the Zulu war of 1879, 
Colonel Glyn's column, consisting 
of 2,100 Englishmen and 2,000 
natives, was encamped at iBan- 
dhlwna, when an attack was made 
on the fortified camp by the Zulus, 
resulting in the nearly total anni¬ 
hilation of the garrison. A gallant 
defence was made the same day at 
Korke’s Drift, about ten miles 
from Isandhlwna, by Lieutenants 
Chard and Bromhead, who with 80 
men of the 80th Regiment held the 
post against the desperate assaults 
of 4,000 Zulus, until they were 
relieved by Lord Chelmsford's 
troops. On April 2 an attack was 
made "by an army of 11,000 Zulus 
upon the fortified oamp of the 
British troops under Lord Chelms¬ 
ford at Gingholova, on the road to 
Ekowe, hut the Zulus were repulsed 
with great loss ; and two days later 
the British troops who had “been 
surrounded at Ekowe by Zulus 
after the disaster of Isandhlwna 
wore relieved by the force under 
Lord Chelmsford's command. The 
decisive battle of Ulundi was fought 
on July 4, when the Zulu army was 
completely defeated. The credit of 
the viotory admittedly belongs to 
Lord Chelmsford, hut before this 
battle was fought Sir Garnet 
Wolscley had landed at Durban, 
Natal, to supersede him in the 
command of the British troops 
operating against the Zulus. Lord 
Chelmsford, having resigned the 
command, was created a Knight 
Grand Cross of the Order of the 
Bath, and arrived in England 
in Aug. 1879. He married, in 
1867, Adria Fanny, daughter of < 


Major-General Heath, of the Bom¬ 
bay army. 

CHERBTTLIEZ, Victor, son of a 
professor of Hebrew at Geneva, 
was born in that city in 1832. His 
first essay in literature was an an¬ 
tiquarian trifle, entitled " A pi'opos 
d'un Chcv.al, Causeries Atheni- 
ennes,” 1800, reprinted in 1801 
under the title of " Un Cheval do 
Phidias,” About 1802 he settled 
in Paris, where he published a 
1 number of novels, many of which 
appeared originally in the columns 
of the Revue, des Deux fifondes. 
Among them arc " Lo Comte Kos- 
tia,” 1803; "Le Prince Vitale,” 
1804; " Paule M6r«$," 18G4; "Lo 
Roman d'uno honnfae Femme,” 
1866; "Le Grand CEuvre,” 1SG7; 
"ProsperRandoce,” 1S08; "L' Aven- 
ture de Ladislas Bolalri,” 18G9; 
“ Le Fiance de Mademoiselle de 
Saint-Maur,” 1S7G; and " L'Idee 
de Jean TGterol,” 1878, which was 
translated into English undor the 
title of " The Wish of his Life.” 
Later books are "Noire et Rouges," 
1880; " Olivier Maugant/' 1885, 
and "La Feme du Choquard,” 
1884. M. Cherbuliez is also a 
political wilier of influence, the 
numerous articles in the Revue des 
Deux Mondes signed " G. Valbert ” 
b eing from his pen. M. Clierbuliez 
has obtained French citizenship. 
On May 23, 1882, ho was received 
into the French Academy as tho 
successor of M. Dufaure. 

CHERUEL, Pierre Adolphe, a 
French historian, bom at Rouen, 
Jan. 17, 1809, was educated at the 
Normal School, and became Pro¬ 
fessor of history at the Royal Col¬ 
lege of Rouen. In 1810 he published 
" Histoire de Rouen sous la Domi¬ 
nation Anglaise,” and in 1842 
" Histoire de la Commune de 
Rouen.” In 1819 he succeeded 
M.Wallon as Maltre de Conferences 
at the Normal School. He was 
named Inspector-General of Public 
Instruction and rector of tho 
Strasbourg Academy, Jan. 23,18G0, 
and of Poitiers in 1871. M. Chmusl 
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lias gained a eonsidei*able reputa¬ 
tion by liis writings. Among the 
2>rincipalare “Do 1*Administr.ition 
de Louis XIY.,” 1819 ; “ Marie 
Stuart et Catherine de Medicis,” 
1850 ; “ Me moires sur la vie Pub- 
lique et Priveo de Pouquet,” 1802; 
“ Histoire de France sou3 le Minis- 
tere de Mazarin/’ 1882. This last 
is his chief work, and is likely to 
remain the standard book on this 
period of history. As a Member of 
the Committee of Languages, His¬ 
tory, and Arts of France, he edited 
in the series of unpublished docu¬ 
ments “ Journal d’Olivier Leftvre,” 
1860-02. He is an officer of the 
Legion of Honour. 

CHESNELONG, Pierre Charles, 
a French politician, was horn at 
Orthez (Basses-Pyrcnces), April, 
1820, and educated at Pau. Foi- 
inerly he was a dealer iu liams and 
tissues at Bayonne, at first in part¬ 
nership with his father, but he 
afterwards handed over the man¬ 
agement of the business, though 
still retaining an interest in it, to 
his eldest son. In 1818 M. Chesne- 
long declared at a public meeting 
that “ the republican form of 
government must he regarded as 
the only possible one in the present 
and in the future by all men who 
conscientiously take account of the 
movement of ideas and Providen¬ 
tial progress of facts/’ However 
he afterwards changed his senti¬ 
ments and in 1866 became an official 
candidate, under the Empire, for 
the representation of the second 
circonseriptiou of the Basses Py¬ 
renees. His candidature was suc¬ 
cessful, and he was re-elected in 
1869. At the elections of Jan. 
1872 he was again returned to the 
National Assembly for the Basses- 
Pyrenees, and he now took his seat 
among the monarchical majority. 
He acted a most prominent part in 
the monarchical negotiations in Oct. 
1873. A member of the Committee 
of Nine, he was sent to the Comte 
de Chambord, at Salzburg, in order* 
to arrange with him the conditions 


of a monarchical restoration. 31. 
Chesnelongtook back a satisfactory 
account of his interview with the 
Fretender, and preparations were 
being made for the entry of the 
King into Paris when the manifesto 
of the 27th of October cast disorder 
and carried desolation into the Le¬ 
gitimist camp. At the general 
elections of Feb. 20, 1876, ho was 
again chosen as Deputy for the 
arrondissement of Orthez, but the 
Chamber invalidated tlio election, 
and when M. Chosnelong sought 
the suffrages of the electors a second 
time he was defeated by his Repub 
lican opponent, M. Vignancourt 
(May 21, 1876). A few months 
later (Nov. 21,1870) he was elected 
a senator for life. M. Chesnelong 
has taken a leading part in all 
Catholic movements, both in and 
out of Parliament. He accom¬ 
panied the pilgrimage to Pamy-le- 
Monial, in honour of the Sacred 
Heart, and he subscribed the ad¬ 
dress of the Catholic Deputies to 
Pope Pius IX. He was President 
of the general assemblies of the 
Catholic Committees of France, 
held at Paris in 1871 and 1875. 
He is Vice-President of the Consoil 
General of the Basses-Pyrenees, 

CHESTER, Bishop of. See Stubbs,

0HEVRETTL, Miohel-EugSae, 
chemist, was born at Angers, Aug. 
31, 1786. Having completed hia 
studies in the Central School of 
that place, at the age of nineteen 
he went to Paris, where he was 
engaged in the chemical factory 
of the celebrated Yauquelin, who 
discovered in his young pupil such 
aptitude and sagacity, that he in¬ 
trusted the direction of his labora¬ 
tory to him. In 1810 he was pre- 
parator of the chemical course in 
the Museum of Natural History, 
and in 1813 was appointed professor 
in the Lycce Charlemagne and 
officer of the university. In 182-4 
he was made director of the dye- 
ries and professor of special chem¬ 
istry in the carpct-manufactory of 
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tlie Gobelins, whore lie had leisure 
to follow liia favourite pursuits into 
detail, one of which was his inves¬ 
tigation of animal oils, or grease. 
In 1823 M. Chcvreul published a 
work on this subject, for which the 
Society for the Encouragement of 
National Industry awarded him 
the prize of 12,000 francs. M. 
Chevreul has written various scien¬ 
tific works, such as “ Lemons dn 
Chimie appliqueo it la Tcinture/’ 
published in 1828-31; " Do la Loi 
du Contrasts, &c.," in 1830; 
" Thcorio des Effets Optiqucs que 
presentent les iitoffos de Soie,” in 
1818? "Do la Baguette divina- 
toire, du Pendule, et des Tables 
tournantes,” in lSolj and "Des 
Couleurs et do leur Application aux 
Arts Industriels, a Taidc des cer- 
cles chuomatiques," in 18G1. Some 
of these have been translated into 
various European languages, M. 
Chevreul has contributed to the 
proceedings of scientific societies, 
to dictionaries and other works* 
In 1830 he succeeded his former 
master Yauquelin in the chair of 
Chemistry at the Museum of 
Natural History, since which time 
he has become Fellovr of the Royal 
Society of London and President 
of the Society of Agriculture. In 
1801 he was appointed Director of 
the Museum of Natural History for 
five years, and in 1809 re-appointed 
for another quinquennial period. 
He was made Commander of the 
Legion of Honour, Sept. 24, 1841. 
In the present year (1880), the 
centenary of the birth of this emi¬ 
nent savant was celebrated with 
much enthusiasm in Paris. 

CHEYNE, The Rev. Thomas Kelly, 
D.D., son of tho late Rev. Charles 
Cheyne, was horn in London, Sept. 
18,1841, and educated at Merchant 
Taylors 3 School and Worcester Col¬ 
lege, Oxford,, where he was Chan¬ 
cellor's English Essayist and He¬ 
brew and Theological University 
Scholar. He was elected Fellow 
of Balliol College in 18G9, and was 
Rector of Tcndring, Essex, from 


1881-85. In 1S85 lie was appointed 
Oriel Professor of the Interpreta¬ 
tion of Holy Scripture at Oxford 
and Canon of Rochester. In 1881, 
at the tercentenary celebration of 
tho University of Edinburgh, he 
received the dogree of P. D. Pro¬ 
fessor Cheyne is the author of 
"Tho Book of Isaiah Chronologi¬ 
cally Arranged,” 1SG9 j " The Pro¬ 
phecies of Isaiah,” 3rd ed„ 1885 ; 
" Tlio Book of Psalms, a New Ver¬ 
sion,” in tho Fnrolimeut Library, 
1881; " Exposition of Jeremiah and 
Lamentations,” 1883. He was also 
a member of the Old Testament 
Revision Company, and has con¬ 
tributed divers articles on biblical 
subjects to the new edition of the 
" Encyclopedia Britaunica,” and 
lias long been known as one of the 
representatives of Ewald’s school of 
criticism and exegesis in England. 

CHEYNE, William Watson, M.D., 
was educated at the University of 
Edinburgh, where ho passed with 
First Class Honours in 1875. Ho 
was elected a Fellow of the R-oyal 
College of Surgeons in 1879; Bayl- 
ston Modal Prizeman and Gold 
Medallist, 1880 j and Jacksonian 
Prizeman, 1881. He was Demon¬ 
strator of Surgery at King's Col¬ 
lege, and Demonstrator of Anatomy 
at the University of Edinburgh. 
He is the author of "Antiseptic 
Surgery, its Principles, Practice, 
History, and Results ; M " Manual 
of the Antiseptic Treatment of 
Wounds ; ” n Public Health Labo¬ 
ratory Work: Part I., Biological 
Laboratory j” and has contribul/Od 
to the Pathological Society's Trans¬ 
actions, "On the Relation of Or¬ 
ganisms to Antisejjtic Dressings,” 
1879; and " Micro-organisms in 
Purpura Hemorrhagica,” 1881. 

CHIGI (Cardinal), His Eminence, 
Flavio, was born at Rome of a dis¬ 
tinguished family. May 31, 1810, 
took holy orders rather late in 
life, and was appointed by Pope 
Pius IX. to be present at the coro¬ 
nation of the Emperor Alexander 
II., on which occasion he was made 
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Bishop of Mira. Soon afterwards 
lie succeeded Mgr. di Lucca as 
Apostolic Nuncio in Bavaria, and 
at the close of 1801 ho was ap¬ 
pointed Nuncio at Paris, in succes¬ 
sion to Mgr. Sacconi, being received 
in solemn audience by the Em¬ 
peror, Jan. 23, 1802. lie was cre¬ 
ated a Cardinal, Dec. 22, 1873, and 
soon afterwards was recalled from 
Paris. 

CHICHESTER, Bishop of. See

CHILDERS, Tho Right Hon. Hugh 
Culling Eardley, M.P., F.R.8., was 
born in Brook Street, London, 
June 25, 1827, being the only son 
of the late Rev. Eardley Childers, 
of Cantley, Yorkshire, by Maria 
Charlotte, eldest daughter of tho 
late Sir Culling Smith, Bart., of 
Bedwell Park, Hertfordshire. Ho 
was educated at Chcain School, 
and at Trinity Colloge, Cambridge, 
where lie graduated as fourteenth 
Senior Uptime in 1S50. In the sumo 
year he married Emily, third daugh¬ 
ter of George L. A. Walker, Es<j.. of 
Norton, Worcestershire. (She died 
in 1873.) Before tho year 1850 was 
out, Mr. Childers, with his young 
wife, sot sail for Australia. Imme¬ 
diately on his arrival there ho be¬ 
came a mombor of the then re¬ 
cently established Government of 
Victoria. With that Government 
he was connected till the beginning 
of 1857, having held tho office of 
Commissioner of Trade and Cus¬ 
toms in the first cabinet, and 
having beon member for Portland 
in the Legislative Assembly. He 
returned to England in 1857, as 
Agent-General for the colony, and 
in that year proceeded to the de¬ 
gree of M.A. at Cambridge). Ho 
also became a student of Lincoln’s 
Inn, but he was never called to the 
bar. In 1859 ho was an unsuccess¬ 
ful candidate for Pontefract. On a 
petition, which was withdrawn, and 
afterwards became the subjeot of 
special inquiry by a select commit¬ 
tee, ho unseated his opponent, was 
returned at the new election in 


I Feb. 18G0, and continued to repre¬ 
sent this borough in tho Liberal 
interest until Nov. 1883, when he 
was defeated. Mr. Childers was 
chairman of tho Select Committee 
on Transportation in 1801, and a 
member of the Commission on 
Penal Servitude in 1803; liis re¬ 
commendations with respect to 
transportation having boon eventu¬ 
ally adopted by the Government. 
He became a Lord of the Admi¬ 
ralty in April, 1801, and Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury in Aug. 
1865, retiring on the accession of 
Lord Derby’s third administration 
in 1806. In 1867 he was nominated 
alloyal Commissioner to investigate 
the constitution of the Law Courts. 
On Mr. Gladstone coming into 
power in Dec. 3 80S, Mr. Childers 
was nominated First Lord of tho 
Admiralty, which office he wa s com¬ 
pelled by ill-henlth to resign in 
March, 1871. While at the Admi¬ 
ralty Mr. Childers made changes, 
in IHtiOj which tended to subordi¬ 
nate tho members of the Board 
more effectually to the First Lord, 
constituting him, in effect. Minister 
of Marine; and to render depart¬ 
mental officers at once more indi¬ 
vidually responsible and more 
intimate with the controlling mem¬ 
bers of the Board. He also revised 
and reduced tho list of officers; 
recast, from top to bottom, the 
regulations for promotion and re¬ 
tirement; established a fixed an¬ 
nual tonnage for the construction 
of ironclads and other ships; re¬ 
formed the administration of the 
doolcyards; and oleai'ed the coast¬ 
guard and home ports of men unfit 
for service at sea. Ho was ap¬ 
pointed Chancellor of the Duohy 
of Lancaster in Aug. 1872. His 
re-clcction for Pontefract on this 
occasion is memorable as being the 
first Parliamentary election that 
took place in England by ballot.

CHRISTIAN IX., King of Den¬ 
mark, fourth son of the late Duke 
William of Schleswig-Holstein- 
Sonderburg-G 1 ucksburg, was born 
April 8,1818. Before his accession 
to the crown, he was Inspector- 
General and Commander-in-Cliief 
of the Danish Cavalry, and in 1812 
married a daughter of the Land¬ 
grave William of Hesse-Cassel, by 
whom ho has had several children, 
and among them the Princess Alex¬ 
andra of Wales, and the Princess 
Dagrnar, married to the Cznvcwitch 
in 1SUO. The saccession was vested 
in him by the protocol of Loudon, 
May 8,1852, and lio ascended the 
throne on the death of Frederic 
VIL, Nov. 15, 1803. On his acces¬ 
sion, the position of affairs with 
respect to Schleswig-Holstein was 
completely changed. The son of 
the duke of Augustenburg imme¬ 
diately laid claim to the sovereignty 
of the duchies, although his father 
had for a compensation resigned all 
his rights in 1852. The indepen¬ 
dence of Holstein more especially, 
and of a portion of Schleswig, was 
warmly espoused by the German 
Diet, which forthwith ordered tlio 
advance of a Federal army to oc¬ 
cupy tho debatable territory, for 
the purpose of enforcing its enfran¬ 
chisement from Dunish rule. Be¬ 
fore matters had proceeded far, 
Austria and Prussia determined to 
interfere, and by a combined armed 
occupation of the disputed territory 


to bring the question to on itains 
independently of the Diet, and ill 
opposition to the wishes of that 
body. They accordingly invaded 
the duchies, which, after a hotly 
contested campaign,they succeeded 
in wresting from Denmark, also 
taking temporary possession of Jut¬ 
land. Christian JX., disappointed 
iu not obtaining usaistance from 
some European power, after tin* 
failure of the conference convened 
in London in 1801,—which failure 
was in some measure attributable 
to the obstinacy of the Danish Go¬ 
vernment,— entered into negotia¬ 
tions for peace with Prussia and 
Austria, and a treaty was signed at 
Vienna, Oct. 30,18G4 The king of 
Denmark renounced all his rights 
to Schleswig-Holstein and Lauen- 
bnrg, and in I8GG tho two German 
powers quarrelled over the spoil. 
Since then his Majesty has sought 
to develop the interior resources and 
popular instifcutionsof his country. 
A new constitution was inaugurated 
in Nov. 18(i0, when the King opened 
the first Rigsdag, the members of 
which were elected in accordance 
with the new electoral law. Tho 
army and navy have also been 
thoroughly reorganisedjfigricuUure 
and commerce have received a great 
stimulus, and several railways liavo 
been constructed. In spite of this, 
however, the sooial Btate of the 
country is far from satisfactory; 
the hostility between the leader** 
of the people and the Court party 
is intense, and the Crown is by no 
means popular. Christian IX. and 
QuconLouiso visited the Princess of 
Wales at Marlborough House, Lon¬ 
don,in March,1807. The marriage of 
the Crown Prince of Denmark with 
tho Princess Louisa, daughter of 
the King of Sweden, at Stockholm, 
on July 28,1SG9, was hailed as a 
pledge of union between the two 
countries. His Majesty granted a 
new constitution to Iceland, which 
came into operation in August, 
1871, that being tho thousandth 
year of Iceland's existence as a 
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nation. Ho wont to Roikiajvik on 
the occasion of tlio anniversary 
being celebrated,, and on his return 
paid a flying visit to Leith and 
Edinburgh (Aug. 18,, 1871). 

CHRISTIAN (Prince), His Royal 
Highness Froderick - Christian - 
Charles-Augnstus, Prince of Schles¬ 
wig-Holstein, known in this country 
as Prince Christian, brother of 
Luke Frederick Christian Augus¬ 
tus, of Schleswig-Holstein-Sonder- 
burg-Augustenbur g, bom Jan. 22, 
1831, married at Windsor Castle, 
July 5,1800, Helena Augusta Vic¬ 
toria, Princess of Great Britain 
and Irelancl,and Luchess of Saxony, 
who was born May 25,1810. Prince 
Christian, who is a General in the 
British army, received the title of 
Royal Highness by command of 
Her Majesty, and was mado a 
Knight of the Garter in July, 18GG, 
He received the Order of St. Catha¬ 
rine from the Emperor of Russia 
in May, lS7i. 

CHRISTINA, Queen - Regent of 
Spain, born July 21, 1K58, is the 
second daughter of tho late Arch¬ 
duke Charles of Austria. She 
mamed, in Nov. 1S79, Alfonso XII., 
King of Spain, as his second wife, 
and upon his death in Lee. 1885, 
she was appointed Regent. Her 
son, the present King, was born in 
May, 1880, 

CHURCH, The Rev. Alfred John, 
born in London, Jan. 29, 1S29, son 
of John Thomas Church, solicitor, 
was educated at King's College, 
Loudon, and Lincoln College, Ox¬ 
ford, where ho graduated in 1851 
(2nd class in Lit. Hum.). He was 
ordained in 1853, and held the 
curacy of Charlton, Malmesbury, 
till the end of 1S30. He was suc¬ 
cessively an Assistant Master at 
the Royal Institution School, Liver¬ 
pool, and at Merchant Taylors* 
School, London (1857-70), and Head 
Master of Henley (1870-82) and of 
Retford Grammar Schools (1873- 
80). In 1880 he was appointed to 
the Chair of Latin, which he now 
holds, at University College, Lon¬ 


don. He has published, in con¬ 
junction with tho Rev. W. T. 
Brodribb, a translation of «• Tacitus 1 ’ 
(1SG2-77). and of Livy, xxi.-xxv., 
an edition of " Select Letters of 
Pliny, and Pliny the Younger,** 
in " Blackwood's Ancient Classics 
for English Readers/* “ Tacitus/' 
in " Macmillan's Series of Litera¬ 
ture Primers/' and editions of 
" Tacitus, Annals VI. and Agricola 
and Germania.” He contributed 
“Ovid” to Blackwood's series abovo 
mentioned, and is conductor of 
“ Seeley's Cheap School Books,” 
several of which Como from his 
pen. He also edited, in 18GB, a 
collection of translations from 
Tennyson into Latin verse, under 
the title of u HoraeTennysoniance.'* 
But the works by which ho is best 
known are a series of volumes 
which aim at popularizing somo 
of the groat Greek and Latin 
classics. "Stories from Homer/* 
appeared in 1877, and were followed 
by “Stories from Virgil,” “Stories 
from the Greek Tragedians/* 
"StorioB from the East,” "The 
Story of the Persian War,” " Stories 
from Livy,” "Roman Life in the 
Lays of Cicero/' "A Traveller's 
True Tale, after Lucian.” "The 
Story of Jerusalem/' and " Heroes 
and Kings” belong to the same 
series. Other hooks for the young 
written by him are "The Chantry 
Priest of Barnet/' " With tlio King 
at Oxford,” " Two Thousand Years 
Ago j or. The Adventures of a 
Roman Boy/' " Stories of tho Ma¬ 
gicians,” and " Carthage,” in 
Messrs. G. P. Putnam and Son’s 
“Series of the Story of the Na¬ 
tions.” Mr, Church obtained, in 
188J, the Prize for a Poem on a 
Sacred Subject at Oxford. Tho 
subject was " The Sea of Galilee.” 

CHURCH, Frederick Edwin, horn 
at Hartford, Connecticut, May 1*1, 
182G, early developed a fondness 
for art, and became a pupil of 
Thomas Cole. Among his first 
notable works woro somo views in 
the CatskiH Mountains. He visited 
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South America in 1S53, and again j 
in 1857, and on his return from his 
second visit finished his great pic¬ 
ture, "The Heart of the Andes” 
In 1837 he completed a large paint¬ 
ing, " View of Niagara Falls from 
the Canadian Shore,” which at once 
gave him a high rank among land¬ 
scape artists ; this was reproduced 
on a larger scale in 18G8, and was 
exhibited both in England and the 
United States. Ho has since painted 
" Cotopaxi/* " Morning/* " On the 
Cordilleras/* " Under Niagara/* 
"The Icebergs/ 5 " Sunset on Mount 
Desert Island/’ and "Moonlight 
under the Tropics.” In 1868 he 
visited Europe und the Holy Land; 
among tho paintings inspired by 
this visit are " Damascus/* 1869 j 
"Jerusalem/* 1870; and "The 
Parthenon/* 1871. His "Tropical 
Scenery/* painted from sketches 
made during a trip in the "West 
Indies, was exhibited in New York 
in 18/3. He resides at Hudson, New 
York, but 1ms a studio in New York 
city. He 1ms been an Academician 
since 1849. 

CHURCH, The Very Rev. Richard 
William, M.A., D.C.L., Dean of 
St. Paul's, was born in 1815. After 
a distinguished career at the Uni¬ 
versity of Oxford, he took his de¬ 
gree in first-class honours in 1830, 
and shortly afterwards became a 
Fellow of Oriel College. He was 
rector of Whatley, near Frome- 
Selwood, from 1853 to 1871. In 1851 
he published a volume of essays, 
which stamped him at once as one 
of the most cultivated scholars, and 
most graceful writers of the day. 
Two of the essays in tho volume 
are a review of St. Ansolm’s life, and 
have since been expanded into a 
"Life of St. Ansehn/ J andpubliahed 
as a separate volumo. In 1809 Mr. 
Church published a volume of Uni¬ 
versity Sermons on the relations 
between Christianity and civiliza¬ 
tion, which attracted a good deal of 
attention. He was appointed Dean 
of St. Paul’s, Sept. G, 1871. The

In 18/0 lie was en¬ 
gaged in the invasion of the State 
of the Church, and its annexation 
to the kingdom of Italy. He was 
sent as ambassador to Paris in 
July, 1870. 

CLARETIE, Julea Arnand Arsfcne, 
a French writer, born at Limoges. 
Dec. 3, 18 JO, was educated in 
the Bonaparte Lyceum, at Paris. 
Adopting literature as a profes¬ 
sion, ho contributed a very large 
number of articles to various 
French and Belgian journals, in¬ 
cluding the Fatrie, the France, the 
Revue Franra ise, the Figaro , and the 
Irulependance Beige. Jn I860 he 
followed in Italy the campaign 
against Austria, in the capacity 
of correspondent of the Avemr 
National. Two series of lectures, 
delivered by him at Paris in 1805 
and 1808, were interdicted by the 
Imperial authorities. In 1809 he 
was condemned to pay a fine of 1000 
francs for having described, in the 
Figaro , under the pseudonym of 
M Candida,” the double execution of 
Martin, called Bidaure, by order 
of the Prefect Pastourean, in the 
department of the Var, In the 
following year he succeeded M, 
Francisquo Sarcey as dramatic 
critic of the Opinion Nationale> and 
subsequently ho followed the 
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French army to Metz, and f>ent 
letters from the seat of war to the 
Opinion Nationale , the Illustration , 
and the Rappel. After the fall of 
the Empire lie was appointed liy 
M. Gambotla to the post of secre¬ 
tary of the Commission of the 
papers of the THilaries; but he 
soon resigned this office, and he 
was next charged by M, Etienne 
Arago, Mtiyor of Pans, with the 
duty of organising a library and 
lecture-hall in each of the twenty 
arrondissements of Paris. For a 
very short time he commanded the 
second battalion of the volunteers 
of the National Guard, which was 
dissolved by General Clement 
Thomas when those volunteers 
were replaced by the mobilised 
National Guards. M. Jules Clare tie 
was present at nearly all the en¬ 
gagements which took place under 
the walls of Paris, and on Jan. 20, 
1871, in the capacity of an officer 
of the staff, he negotiated with the 
aide-de-camp of the Crown Prince 
of Prussia the truce which gave an 
opportunity for removing the dead 
from the field of battle at Buzcn- 
val. At the general elections of 
Feb. 8, 1871, he stood as a candi¬ 
date in tho department of Haute- 
Vienne, in the republican interest; 
but, being unsuccessful, he re¬ 
sumed his journalistic and literary 
pursuits. He has published thirty 
or forty volumes of causeries, his¬ 
tory, and fiction, of which the 
novels “ Monsieur le Ministre” 
and f< Le Prince Zilah” are the 
most celebrated, Both have been 
produced on the stage. On the 
death of M. Perrin, M. Claretie 
was appointed Director of tho 
The&tre Fran^ais. 

CLARK, Sir Andrew, Bari., M.D., 
born on Oct. 28,182G, was educated 
first at Aberdeen, and afterwards 
at Edinburgh. In tho oxtra-aca- 
demieal Medical Sehool of this city 
he gained the first medalB in 
anatomy, physiology, chemistry, 
botany, materia wedica, surgery, 
pathology, and practice of physic.

For 
four years Dr. Clarlc had charge of 
the pathological department of the 
Royal Naval Hospital at Haslar, 
where he delivered lectures on the 
use of the microscope in practical 
medicine. In 1851 he took his 
degree of M.D, at the University 
of Aberdeen settled in the metro¬ 
polis* became a member of the 
Royal College of Physicians of 
London, and was elected on the 
staff of the London Hospital. In 
185S Dr. Clark was made a Fellow 
of the College of Physicians, in 
which ho has held the offices of 
Croonian and Lmnclian Lecturer, 
Councillor, and Examiner in Medi¬ 
cine, and Censor. He has been 
also Lettaominn Lecturer and Pre¬ 
sident of the Medical Society of 
London, Dr. Clark originally in¬ 
tended to devote himself exclu¬ 
sively to the cultivation of path¬ 
ology ; but turned by the force of 
circuin stances from the course ou 
which lie had entered, he has been 
now long occupied in the work of 
n practical physician. He is the 
author of numerous essays, lec¬ 
tures, and reviews, the professional 
portion of which refers for the 
most part to diseases of the respi¬ 
ratory, renal, and digestive organs. 
He was oreated a Baronet in 18813. 
He is at present .Senior Physician 
and Lecturer on Clinical Medicine 
to the London Hospital; an F.B.S., 
an LL.D, of Edinburgh and Aber¬ 
deen (ccutsd Aojioris), and Consult¬ 
ing Physician to the East London 
Hospital for Diseases of Children. 
He has held the offices of Presi¬ 
dent of the Metropolitan Counties 
Branch of the British Medical 
Association, and President of the 
Clinical Society. Among his pro¬ 
fessional writings are :—" On the 
Anatomy of the Lungs,” in Dr.

CLARK, Edwin Charles, sou of 
Edwin Clark, Esq., of Elliutliorpo 
Hall, Borobridge, Yorkshire, was 
educated at Richmond School, 
Yorkshire, Shrewsbury, and Tri¬ 
nity College, Cambridge, where ho 
was Senior Optime (Mathematical 
Tripos h Senior Classic (Classical 
Tripos), and Senior Chancellor's 
Medallist for Classical Studios, 
1853. Ho became Barrister-at-Lnw 
of Lincoln’a-lmi, 18G0, and was 
appointed Regius Professor of Civil 
Law in tho University of Cam¬ 
bridge in 1873. Professor Clark 
is Fellow of St. John’s, and lato 
Follow of Trinity, and is author of 
" Early Roman Law,” 1372 ; " An 
Analysis of Criminal Liability,” 
1880 ; "Practical Jurisprudence,” 
1883; and various articles and 
papers on legal and archaeological 
subjects, 

OLARKE, Lieutenant-General Sir 
Andrew, G.C.M.G., C.B., C.I.E., 
son of Colonel Andrew Clarke, of 
Belmont, co. Donegal, was born at 
Soufchsea, Hampshire, in 1821, and 
received his education at tho Royal 
Military Academy, Woolwich. He 
entered tho Royal Engineers as 
second lieutenant in 1811} be¬ 
came captain in 185 tj lieutenant- 
colonel in X8G7; and colonel in 
1877. He was aide-de-camp and 
then private secretary to Sir, W> 
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Denison, the Governor of Van 
Diemen's Land, subsequently a 
member of the Legislative Council 
of that colony, served in New Zea¬ 
land during the years 1847- J 8, 
and became a member of the Legis¬ 
lative Council there in 1 Sol. In 
1853 he was appointed Surveyor- 
Genera 1 of Victoria. He was elected 
to the Victorian Assembly for 
Melbourne, under the new consti¬ 
tution, and became Minister for 
Public Lands, but he resigned 
office in 1857, and returned to this 
country in the following year. He 
commanded the Poyal Engineers of 
the Eastern and Midland districts 
oi England till 1SG3, when lie went 
on special service to the West 
Coast of Africa respecting the 
Asliantee difficulties. On his re¬ 
turn he was appointed in Aug. 
18GI, Director of the Works of the 
Navy, which office he held till 
June, 1873. From the latter date 
till Eeb. 1875, he was Governor of 
the Straits Settlement, and he was 
next appointed Minister for Public 
Works in India. Ho was Comman¬ 
dant of the School of Military 
Engineering at Chatham from 1881 
to 1882, when lie was appointed In¬ 
spector-General of Fortifications. 
In Nov. 1882, he was dispatched 
to Cairo, clinrged with the duty of 
inquiring into the causes of the 
sickness and mortality which were 
prevailing among the British army 
of occupation, and invested with 
full power to make any alterations 
which ho might consider necessary 
in the sanitary arrangements. Sir 
Andrew Clarke is the author of 
several works on engineering. 

CIiABKE, Sir Edward, Q.C., eldest 
son of Mr. J. C. Clarke, of Moor- 
gate Street, E.C., was born in 184*1, 
and educated at College House, 
Edmonton, and the City Commer¬ 
cial School, Lombard Street, E.C, 
He was called to the Bar in 18G1 
at Lincoln's-inn, and joined the 
Home Circuit. In 1880 he was 
created a Queen's Counsel, and 
two years later was elected a 


Bencher of his Inn. He was 
elected member for Southwark a 
few weeks before the dissolution 
of 1880, but lost his seat at the 
general election. Since July, 1880, 
he has represented Plymouth in 
the Conservative interest. His 
first great professional success was 
made in tho well-known " Pen go 
Mystery," and more recently he 
made a great impulsion by his 
able speech in the Pimlico case. 
On the accession of Lord Salisbury’s 
second Government to power in 
August, 1&8G, Sir Edward Clarke 
was made Solicitor-General. 

CLARKE, Hyde, bora in London 
in 1815, was engaged in the Spanish 
and Portuguese wars of succession, 
and afterwards held a diplomatic 
appointment. In 183G he planned 
and surveyed tho Morecambe Bay 
Embankment and other improve¬ 
ments, and the railways for the 
development of Burrow. In 18 IS) 
he was enqdoyed to report on the 
telegraph system for India, and in 
1857 he exerted himself for the ex¬ 
tension of hill settlements in India, 
and for the Through Kailway to 
India, for which he acted from 
1SG0 to 1885. lie was Honorary 
Agent for Darjeeling, and a Coun¬ 
cillor of the Ottoman Government. 
In 18G8 he founded the Council of 
Foreign Bondholders, which ho 
long administered. His early 
writings from 1837 include works 
for the Useful Knowledge Society, 
and numerous books, memoirs and 
pamphlets on philosophical sub¬ 
jects, political economy, banking, 
statistics, railways, foreign loons, 
and public works, Mr. Clarke is 
also the author of “ Military Life 
of Wellington," 1849; "English 
Grammar and Dictionary/' 1853; 
and " Comparative Philology,” 
1858. In 1818 he published, 
under the title of "Economical 
Physics,” the cycle now known as 
tho sunspot period. On the Con¬ 
tinent and in the United StatoB he 
is host known as a philologist, and 
of late years has devoted himself 
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as an Orientalist to the Iberian 
and other Turcoman languages 
and arch ecology. His contribu¬ 
tions in English, French, Italian, 
Spanish, nnd Portuguese, include 
" Memoirs on the identification of 
tlip Yarini of Tacitus and other 
points of Anglo-Saxon History,” 
1818, 18(10,1808, 1882 j "The Con¬ 
nection of the Languages of India, 
Australia and Africa,” " The Medi¬ 
terranean Populations from Auto¬ 
nomous Coins,” 1882; "The Causes 
of the Depression of Prices ; ” 
"Atlantia,” 1885; '* Tile Piets,” 
188G. He first identified the Khita 
or Hamath inscriptions, on which 
he has imblislied several essays. 
He is a member of numerous 
learned societies at homo and 
abroad, and lias received many 
honours from foreign governments. 

CLARKE, John S., comedian, bom 
in Maryland, U.S., in 1835, began 
liis first regular engagement at the 
Old Chesnut Theatre, Philadelphia, 
as Soto, in " She Would and She 
Would Hot,” Aug. 28, 1832. He 
afterwards acted for some years at 
Baltimore, Boston, Hew York and 
other cities. In 1863 he became 
joint-lessee of the Winter Garden 
Theatre, Hew York, and so con¬ 
tinued till 1807, in the spring of 
which year the establishment was 
destroyed by fire. In 1865 ho pur¬ 
chased, in conjunction with his 
brother-in-law, Edwin Booth, the 
Walnut Street Theatre, Philadel¬ 
phia, and in I860 he became joint 
lessee of the Boston Theatre. In 
the autumn of 18G7 he came out at 
the St. James’s Theatre in London, 
in the churacter of Wellington de 
Boots, which he had performed 
more than a thousand nights in 
America. Before quitting the St. 
James's Theatre, Mr. Clarke ex¬ 
hibited, as the conscience-stricken 
Yorkshireman, Robert Tyke, in 
Morton’s comedy of " The School of 
Reform,” a remarkable mastery of 
the dialect, and. a power of express¬ 
ing strong emotional feelings, which 
proved his range to be by no means 


limited to occentric comedy. In 
February ,1808,lie began an engage¬ 
ment at tlio Princess’s Theatre, per¬ 
forming Calob Scuddev in " The 
Octoroon.” He then acted in Liver¬ 
pool, Edinburgh, Birmingham, 
Dublin, Belfast, and other towns. 
On particular occasions he has 
played at Co vent Garden, Drury 
Lane, and the Adelphi Theatres. 
Having resolved to appear in Lon¬ 
don in some of the old English 
comedies, he made a special study 
of the character of Dr. Pangloss, 
and effected tlio revival of the 
younger Colman’s comedy of “ The 
Heir-at-Law,” and subsequently of 
ff The Poor Gentleman.” He made 
liis first appearance at the Strand 
Theatre, November C, 1808. Tie 
re-appeared in Now York, April 17, 

1870, and rc-appeared in London, 
at the Strand Theatre, July 29, 

1871, as Dr. Pangloss. In Doe,, 
1871, lie again crossed the Atlantic, 
and played at Philadelphia. Mr. 
Clarke next appeared in London at 
the Strand Theatre, acting Dr. 
Olhtpodin "The Poor Gentleman.” 
He extended his series of London 
triumphs by a masterly rendering 
of Bob Acres in " The Rivals,” at 
the Charing Cross Theatre. 

CLARKE, Mrs. Mary Cowden, the 
eldest daughter of Mr. Yinccut 
Hovel!o, and sister of Madame Clara 
Novello.waB born in June, 1809, and 
was married in 1828 to the late Mr. 
Charles Cowden Clni’ke, the friend 
of Lamb, Keats, Hazlitt, and Leigh 
Hunt. A year after her marriage 
she commenced her minute analysis 
of our immortal dramatist, tlio 
" Complete Concordance to Shakes¬ 
peare,” which, after sixteen years’ 
assiduous labour, was brought to a 
successful termination, and pub¬ 
lished in 1815, In addition to this 
labour of love, Mrs. Cowden Clarke 
has written, " The Adventures of 
Kit Bam, Mariner,” published in 
1848; " The Girlhood of Shakes¬ 
peare’s Heroines,” in 1850; a novel 
called " The Iron Cousin/’ in 1854 ; 
"The Song of Drop of Wither, by 
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Harry Wandwovth Sliortfcllow,” in 
1856; “World-noted Women/’ in 
1857 ; an edition of" Shakespeare’s 
Works, with a scrupulous revision 
of tlie Text; ” “ Trust and Re¬ 
mittance ; Love Stories in Me bred 
Prose,” in 1873; and te A Rami ding 
•Story,” 2 vols.j 1871; as well as 
various magazine articles, chiefly 
relating to the great master-pieces 
of dramatic literature, besides a few 
poems and stories in verge. In 
conjunction with her husband, she 
produced “ Many Happy Returns 
of the Lay : a Birthday Book/’ in 
1817 and 1800; and an annotated 
edition of “ Shakespeare’s Plays/’ 
in 1801). 

CLATJGHTON, The Right Rev, 
Thomas legh, L.D., Bishop of St, 
Albans, son of the late Thomas 
Olaughton. E^q., bom Nov. 0,1808, 
at Haydoek Lodge, Lancashire, 
was educated at Rugby, and lit 
Trinity College, Oxford, of which 
ho was successively Scholar, Fel¬ 
low, and Tutor, and where ho 
graduated B.A. in 1831, taking a 
first class* in classical honours, 
having previously gained the Chan¬ 
cellor’s prize for Latin verse, and 
Sir Roger Newdegato’s prize for 
English verse. He obtained the 
prize for the Latin essay in 1832, 
was appointed Public Examiner in 

1836, and was in 1841 preferred to 
the vicarage of Kidderminster by 
the Earl of Dudley, to whose Bister 
ho is married. He was Professor 
of Poetry at Oxford from 1852 to 

1837, and Honorary Canon of Wor¬ 
cester; was made Bishop of Ro¬ 
chester in 1867; and was translated 
to the newly-constituted see of St. 
Albans in 1877. 

CLAYTON, Sir Oscar Moore Passey, 
is the eldest son of the late Mr. 
James Clayton, of Percy-street, 
Bedford - square, by Caroline, 
daughter of Mr, Edward Kent, of 
Kingston, Surrey, and he was born 
in London in 1816. He was edu¬ 
cated at Bruce Castlo School, Tot¬ 
tenham, whence he proceeded to 
University College and Middlesex t 


Hospital. Mr. Clayton became a 
member of tlie Royal College of 
Surgeons in 1338 and n Fellow ixx 
1833, He is* an Extra Surgeon-in- 
Ordinary to the Prince of Wales 
and Surgeon-in-Ordinary to the 
Duke of Edinburgh. He is ulbo a 
Deputy Lieu tenant for Middlesex 
and the Tower Hamlets, and a 
Knight of the Order of Leopold of 
Belgium. He received the honour 
of Jmighthood in Nov., 1832. 

CLEMENCEAV, Eugene, a French 
physician and politician, bom at 
Mouilleron - en - Pareds (V endee), 
Sept. 23, IS 11, began his pro¬ 
fessional studies at Nantes, and 
completed them at Paris, where 
in 1861) he was created a Doctor of 
Medicine, after which he practised 
at Montmartre. After the revolu¬ 
tion of Sept. 1, 1870, he was ap¬ 
pointed Mayor of the 18th arron- 
disseineut of Paris, and a member 
of the Commission of Communal 
Education. At the election of 
Feb. 8, 1871, he was elected a 
representative of the department 
of the Seine in the National As¬ 
sembly, where ho took his place 
among tlie members of the Extreme 
Left, and voted against the pre¬ 
liminaries of peace. On the 18th 
of March he endeavoured to save 
the lives of the Generals Lecomte 
and Oldment Thomas, but in vain, 
for he did not arrive at the Rue 
des Roeiers until after their execu¬ 
tion. On this occasion the Central 
Committee of the Communist,-*, 
which was sitting at the Hotel dc 
Yille, resolved that Dr, Clemenceau 
should be arrested; but he was for¬ 
tunate enough to elude the vigi¬ 
lance of the insurrectionary police. 
When tho murderers were put upon 
their trial (Nov. 29, 1871) some of 
the witnesses acoused him of not 
having interfered as early as he 
might have done, but ho was 
warmly defended by Colonel Lang- 
lois, whose testimony appeared to 
clear Dr. Clemenceau from all 
blame in the matter. However, 

, the accusations led to a duel be- 
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tween Dr. Cloaioncoau ami M. 1c 
commandant do Poussargues, who 
was wounded in the log by a pistol- 
shot. Dr. Clumcnooau was prose¬ 
cuted for this affair u month later, 
tlie result being that he was con¬ 
demned by the Seventh Chamber 
of Correctional Police to bo im¬ 
prisoned for a fortnight, and to 
pay a fine of twenty-fivo francs. In 
the sitting of the 20tli of March lie 
introduced in the National As¬ 
sembly a Bill, signed by the Radi¬ 
cal fraction of the Deputies of the 
department of the Seine, to autho¬ 
rize the election of a Municipal 
Council for the city of Paris, to 
consist of eighty members j and he 
was one of those who signed tho 
manifesto of Deputies and Mayors 
fixing the municipal elections on 
tho 20th u£ tlint month. A candi¬ 
date at those elections, lie polled 
762 votes, but was not elected. 
After having taken part in the un¬ 
successful attempts at conciliation 
between tho Government and the 
Commune, he sent in his resigna¬ 
tion both as Mayor and Deputy, 
and retired for a short period into 
private life. On July 23,1871, he 
was elected a member of the Muni¬ 
cipal Council of Paris for the 
CUgnancourt quarter, and he took 
a prominent part in the discussions 
concerning primary secular instruc¬ 
tion and financial questions. On 
Nov. 29, 1874, he was re-electod a 
member of the Municipal Council, 
of which he became successively 
Secretary and Vice-President, and 
eventually President in Nov., 1875. 
Ho was elected a Deputy for the 
department of tho Seine by the 
18th arrondissemeut of Paris, Feb. 
20,1876, and afterwards lie became 
Secretary of the Chamber. In tho 
following April ho resigned his 
place in the Municipal Council. He 
was again re-elected to theNational 
Assembly by the 18th arrondisse- 
ment of Paris at the general elec¬ 
tions of Oct. 11, 3877. Since that 
time he has been generally regarded j 
as the leader of tho Advanced Loft, j 


and as such he has made and un¬ 
made many Governments. His 
opposition to tho Tonquin policy 
decided the fall of M, Ferry, and 
Ilia support has kept M. dfl Frcy- 
cinet in office. As yet M. Cleinen- 
ceau has not held olllco himself, 
but no doubt his turn will come. 
Ho is editor aud chief proprietor of 
tho influential Radical journal La 
Justice . 

CLEMENS, Samuel Langhorne, 
generally known by his nom-clc- 
ffuerre "Mark Twain,” was born at 
Florida, Missouri, Nov. 30, 1835. 
At the age of thirteen ho was ap¬ 
prenticed to a printer, and worked 
at the trade in St. Louis, Cincinnati, 
Philadelphia, aud New York. In 
1855 he became for a short time 
pilot on the Mississippi river, and 
in 18G1 wont to Nevada as private 
soerclary to liis brother, tho Secre¬ 
tary of the territory. ITo then 
wont to the mines, and afterwards 
for several months acted as reporter 
l'or Californian newspapers. He 
spent six months in the Hawaiian 
Islands in 1861, and after deliver¬ 
ing humorous lectures in California 
and Nevada, returned to the East 
in 1867> where ho published " Tho 
Jumping Frog,” a humorous sketch. 
In this year ho embarked with a 
large number of other passengers 
on a pleasure excursion up the 
Mediterranean, to Egypt, and the 
Holy Land, which ho describes in 
"Tho Innocents Abroad” (18G9). 
For a time ho was editor of a daily 
newspaper, published in Buffalo, 
New York, where ho married a 
lady possessed of a large fortune. 
In 1872 ho visited England, giving 
several humorous lectures j and a 
London publishor made n collection, 
in four volumes, of his humorous 
papers, adding, however, many 
which the author assorts were 
never written by him. In 1874 
he produced in New York a 
comedy," Tho Gilded Age,” which 
had a remarkable success, owing 
mainly to tho personation, by Mr, 
Raymond, of the leading character. 
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"Colonel Mulberry Sellers.” He 
is a frequent contributor to the 
magazines, and in addition lo the 
books mentioned above has pub¬ 
lished— f ‘ Roughing It/* 1 872 ; 
" Adventures of Tom Sawyer/’ 
1876 ; " Punch Brothers, Punch,” 
1S7S ; "A Tramp Abroad,” 1880 j 
"The Prince and the TNiuptn*,” 
1882; " The Stolen White Ele¬ 
phant and other Tales/’ 1882 ; 
" Life on the Mississippi,” 18S3 ; 
and " Adventures of Huckleberry 
Finn,” 1885. He resides at Hart¬ 
ford, Connecticut, spending his 
summers at Elmira, N.Y. 

CLERK, Sir George Russell, 
K.C.B., G.C.S.I., is the eldest son 
of Mr. John Clerk, of Worting 
House, Hampshire, by the daughter 
and co-heir of Mr. Carow Milclmay, 
of Shawford House, in the Bamo 
county (sister of Lady St. John 
Mildmay). lie was horn at Wort- 
ing House in 1800, was educated at 
Hailoybury College, and entered 
the civil service of the East India 
Company in 1818. In 1S3U lie was 
made political agent on the Bengal 
frontier, and became in succession 
British Envoy at Lahore, Lieut.- 
Governor of the North-western Pro¬ 
vinces, and Governor of Bombay. 
This last office he resigned in 18-17. 
Returning to England, he was 
created a K.C.B. (civil division) in 
1848, and was offered the governor¬ 
ship of the Cape of Good Hope. 
This post he declined, though he 
undertook the duties of a commis¬ 
sioner for settling the boundary 
question in dispute in that colony. 
In 1856 he was nominated per¬ 
manent Undor-Secrotary to the 
India Board, on the reconstruction 
of our Indian administration, and 
in 1858 Under-Secretary of State 
for India. In April, I860, he was 
again nominated to the governor¬ 
ship of Bombay ; but he resigned 
in consequence of ill-health in 
18G1, and was appointed a member 
of her Majesty’s Indian Council in 
Dec. 1SG3. He held the latter 
appointment till 1870. On the i 


establishment of the order of tho 
Star of India, in 1861, ho wtw one 
of the first created knights of tho 
order; and on its extension in 1SGG 
ho was nominated one of tho 
Knights Grand Cross. 

CLEVELAND, Stephen Grover, 
twenty-second President of the 
United States, wo s hoi n atCaldwcdl, 
Now Jersey, March 1S, 1837. When 
he was three years old his father, 
who was a Presbyterian minister, 
moved to Fayetteville, Onondaga 
co.. New York, whore they lived 
until 1351, when they went to 
Clinton, Oneida co. Hez’o for a 
short time he was clerk in the 
village store. On the death of his 
father in 1853 he went to New 
York, and for about a year was 
book-keeper and assistant teacher 
in the Institution for tho Blind. 
Thence he removed to Buffalo in 
1855, where he studied law and 
begau its practico in 1859. In 
1863 ho was appointed Assistant 
District Attorney for Erie co., and 
in 1S65 was tho Domucraticnominee 
for District Attorney, hut failed to 
secure tho election. Prom 1870 to 
1873 ho was Sheriff of that county, 
and in 1881 was elected Mayor of 
Buffalo. The reformed methods 
of administering the city’s affairs, 
instituted by him while filling that 
office, led to his election in tho 
following year as Governor of tho 
State of New York, by a majority 
of 192,000 votes over his opponent, 
Judge Folger, the Republican 
Secretary of the H.S. Treasury. 
This xffienomonal success, as indi¬ 
cative of tho probability of his 
carrying New York and of attract¬ 
ing the Independent vote, made 
him the most prominent candidate 
before the National Democratic 
Convention when it met in July, 
1884, at Chicago, and, on the 
second ballot, he was accordingly 
chosen as its nominee for the 
Presidency. In the following No¬ 
vember he was elected President, 
receiving 4,910,975 popular votes 
to 4,815,022 for Mr. Blaine, and 
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219 electoral votes out of a total of 
■101, and on March 4, 1885, he was 
duly inaugurated at Washington. 

CLIFFORD, Frederick, was horn 
in 1828, and called to the bar of 
the Middle Temple in L859. Ho 
served as Assistant Boundary Com¬ 
missioner under the Reform Act of 
1807. Mr. Clifford, who was for 
many years on the literary staff of 
the Thuesj is the author of a treatise 
on *• The Steamboat Powers of 
Railway Companies 11 (1805b and 
joint author (with Mr. Pembroke 
Stephens, Q.C.) of a treatise on 
‘ r Thc Practice of the Court of 
Roferoes on Private Bills in Par¬ 
liament” (1870), a standard text¬ 
book in Private Bill Practice. Ho 
is also joint author of yearly 
volumes of Reports of Cases as to 
the Locus Standi of Petitioners, 
decided each Session by the Court 
of Referees from 1867 down to the 
present time. But his chief work 
in this connection is a History of 
Private Bill Legislation/ 1 in two 
volumes (1885-6) ; a work of great 
labour, and of general interest to 
historical students for the light it 
throws upon social progress in 
Great Britain. He published, in 
1875, “ The Agricultural Look-out 
of 187-1-; with Notes upon Farming 
and Farm Labour in the Eastern 
Counties/ 1 founded on a series of 
letters which appeared in the 
^imes; and is also the author of a 
treatise on ff The Agricultural 
Holdings Act, 1875; 11 of other 
Papers reprinted from the Journal 
of the Royal Agricultural Society; 
and of an article on " English 
Land Law/ 1 forming one of the 
treatises prepared under the di¬ 
rection of the Royal Agricultural 
Soiioty, and translated and pub¬ 
lished by ff La Soci6t6 des Agricul- 
teurs de France/ 1 for the " Congres 
International de l'Agriculture/ 1 
held in Paris in 1878. 

CLIFFORD, Major-General The 
Hon, Sir Henry Hugh, K.C.M.G., 
C.B., Y.C.j son of the seventh 
Lord Clifford, of Chudley,byMary 


Lncy, daughter of Mr. Thomas 
Weld, of Lulworih Castle, was 
horn in 182G. Entering the army 
in 181G, General Clifford served 
throughout the Caitre war of 
1852-8 with the Ride Brigade, and 
was present at the battle of Boein 
Platz. He accompanied his bat¬ 
talion to the Crimea at the out¬ 
break of the Eastern campaign of 
1851; and, being appointed aide- 
de-camp to Major-General Buller, 
served in that capacity during the 
early part of the war, and subse¬ 
quently as Deputy-Assistant Adju¬ 
tant-General of the Light Division. 
He received the Victoria Cross for 
conspicuous courage at Inkermann, 
where, by killing two Russians with 
his own sword, lie saved the life of 
a private. As Assistant-Quarter- 
nmster-Ceneral of the China Ex- 
peditionary Force, General Clifford 
was present at the operations be¬ 
fore and at the taking of Canton 
iu 1857, and received the rank of 
Brevet Lieutaunnt - Colonel. In 
Feb. 1879, he left England for 
South Africa, to take up an ap¬ 
pointment on the staff of Lieu¬ 
tenant-General Lord Chelmsford j 
and for a few months in 1882 he 
was in command of the eastern 
district. In addition to the Vic¬ 
toria Cross, General Clifford is in 
possession of medals for the Cape, 
the Crimean, and China wars j ho 
is a Knight of tho Legion of 
Honour, of tho Medjidie, and a 
Companion of the Order of tho 
| Bath. 

CLIFTON, Robert Bellamy, M,A. 
(Cantab, et Oxou.), only child of 
the late Robert Chiton, Esq., was 
bom at Geduey, Lincolnshire, 
March 13, 1836. After receiving 
his early education at private 
schools he entered University Col¬ 
lege, London, in 1852, and studied 
Mathematics under the late Pro¬ 
fessor De Morgan. In 1855 he pro¬ 
ceeded to St. John's College, Cam¬ 
bridge, and in 1859 graduated 
(B.A.) as sixth Wrangler, gaining 
also the second Smith's Prize for 
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pruficieney in Mathematics and 
Natural Philosophy. In I860 he 
was elected to a Fellowship in St. 
John's College, and also became 
Professor of Natural Philosophy 
in Queen's College, Manchester, an 
appointment which ho retained 
until elected Professor of Experi¬ 
mental Philosophy in the Univer¬ 
sity of Oxford in 1805. In 1868 
ho wa$ admitted a Fellow of the 
Royal Society. In 1809 a Fellow¬ 
ship in Merton College, Oxford, 
wag conferred upon him, and he 
subsequently became also a Fellow 
of Wadliam College, Oxford. Prof. 
Clifton is the author of some papers 
on subjects connected with optics 
and electricity, but he lias princi¬ 
pally devoted himself to the deve¬ 
lopment of physics, as a branch of 
study, in the University of Oxford. 
The Clarendon Laboi*afcory—the 
first laboratory erected in England 
specially for instruction in prac¬ 
tical physics—was designed and 
organised by him. From 1879 to 
1880 ho was a member of the Royal 
Commission on Accidents in Mines, 
and he toot an active part in the 
investigations involved in the pro¬ 
secution of the enquiry. Prof. 
Clifton has been President of the 
Physical Society of London (1882- 
84?) j he is a Fellow of the Royal 
Astronomical Society, and of seve¬ 
ral other scientific societies in Lon¬ 
don, Cambridge, and Manchester. 
He is also a member of the Heb¬ 
domadal Council of the University 
of Oxford, and of the Board of 
Visitors of the Royal Observatory 
at Greenwich, 

CLUSERET, Gustave Patti, a 
French military adventurer and 
Communist general, was horn at 
Paris June 23, 1828, His father 
was an ancien ojjicier of the First 
Empire, and became colonel of a 
regiment of the line under the 
Monarchy of July. Young Cluseret 
studied in the military school of St. 
Uyr, and upon leaving, in 1845, was 
appointed a sub-lieutenant of his 
father's regiment, the 55th. In the 
revolution of Feb. 184S, Cluseret 


was in command of a section of 
grenadiers told off for the protec¬ 
tion of the Bank, When the Na¬ 
tional Guard of the quartier relieved 
the troops, Baron d'Argoult hid the 
young officer and his soldiers for 
two days, and then assisted them 
to escape in disguise from the fury 
of the people. In the days of June, 
Cluseret was elected a chief of a 
battalion of National Guards, and. 
for his bravery under fire was 
named Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour. After the dissolution of 
the Garde Mobile he returned to 
his old regiment with the grade of 
lieutenant, and shortly afterwards 
was put on the retired list in con¬ 
sequence of a manifestation of poli¬ 
tics adverse to the Prince-Presi¬ 
dent. He was replaced at the 
intercession of Marshal Magnan, 
an old friend of his father's, and 
in 1853 was transferred to the 
Chasseurs-u-pied, with whom he 
went through the campaign in 
the Crimea, was made captain, and 
after the peace went to Africa, 
where, as his biographer, M. Jules 
Richards, delicately puts it, fe the 
elasticity of his principles in the 
matter of the ownership of property 
made it necessary for him to re¬ 
sign/' In 18G0 he turned up with 
the army of Garibaldi, where he 
became lieutenant-colonel. When 
the war broke out in America he 
joined the Federals, and fought 
against the South with the grade 
of a colonel. After the close of the 
American war Cluseret returned to 
Franco and took up the profession 
of journalism. Another indication 
of ff elasticity of principle " led to 
the necessity of his quitting Paris, 
and he came over to England, where 
he mixed himself up with the Fe¬ 
nian agitation. Returning again to 
France, he got into trouble by rea¬ 
son of the publication of a news¬ 
paper article to which his name 
was appended, and was condemned 
to two months' imprisonment in 
St. P5lagie. There, in addition to 

he male that of certain' agents of 
B 
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tlie International Society, the effect 
of which was shortly afterwards 
seen in his organizing the strike of 
the shop-assistants in Paris, in 1809. 
After the elections of June in that 
year, Cluseret was expelled from 
France at the instance of the Mi¬ 
nister of War, who had reason to 
believe that the ex-captain was tam¬ 
pering with the so us-officiers of the 
garrison. Immediately upon the 
proclamation of the Provisional 
Government of Sept. J, 187(1, the 
exile turned up again, and his sub¬ 
sequent history is legibly written 
in the records of revolution at 
Marseilles, Lyons, and Paris. For 
a shoit time he was at the head of 
the military operations of the Paris 
Commune, but, like nearly all the 
other ngents of that body, he soon 
fell uudor suspicion, and was ar¬ 
rested, though he wn s released from 
custody shortly before the entrance 
of the Versailles troops. It was 
reported that he was shot between 
Sept. 22—20, 1871; but, notwith¬ 
standing the vigilant search made 
for him by the police, he remained 
in concealment in Paris till the 
end of the month of December, 
1871, when he escaped to London. 
Soon afterwards he went to the 
United States. The Third Council 
of War, sitting at Versailles, con¬ 
demned him to death, par contu ,- 
wacc, Aug. 30, 1872. Cluseret and 
his publisher were on Jan. 27,1881, 
sentenced by default to two years" 
imprisonment and 3000 f. fine for 
an article inciting soldiers to 
mutiny. 

COBBE, Miss Frances Power, 
daughter of Charles Cohbe, Esq., 
of Newbridge House, co. Dublin, 
D.L., J.P., was born Doc. 4, 1822, 
and educated at Brighton, She 
has been a frequent contributor to 
the periodicals of the day, and is 
the author of the following works :

1855 (3rd edit. 1859); “ Eeligious 
Duty, 1857 (2nd edit. 1804) j" Pur¬

Miss Cobbe resided 
for some years in Bristol with tho 
late Mary Carpenter, for the pur¬ 
pose of working at hor reformatory 
and ragged schools, and subse¬ 
quently interested herself in plans 
for befriending young servants and 
for the relief of destitute incur¬ 
ables. After a residence in Italy 
she settled in London, and was 
engaged, besido literary work, in 
promoting the Act of 1870, whoreby 
wives whose husbands have been 
convicted of aggravated assaults 
upon them are enabled to obtain 
separation orders, and also in aid¬ 
ing tho movements for obtaining 
university degrees and the suffrage 
for women. In 1880-1 she twice 
delivered to audiences of ladies a 
course of lectures on the Duties of 
Women. During the last ten years 
Miss Cobbe has been principally 
occupied in founding and directing 
as Hon, Sec. the Victoria Street 
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Society for the Protection of Ani¬ 
mals from Vivisection, of which 
the late Lord Shaftesbury was pre- 
hiilent. She has now retired to 
Wales, in consequence of advanc¬ 
ing years. 

COFFIN, The Right Rev. Robert 
Aston, D.D.jtioiuanCatholic Bishop 
of Southwark, is of a Sussex family, 
and was horn at Brighton, July 19, 
18X0. He was educated at Harrow 
and at Ohri&t Church, Oxford, and 
took his degree in 1810, In 1813 
he became Vicar of St. Mary Mag- 
daleno’fc, Oxford, and two years 
later he, together with several 
other followers of Dr. Newman, 
became a Roman Catholic—being 
received into the Roman Church 
by the late Mgr. Brindie, at Prior 
Park College, on the Feast of 
St. Francis Xavier, 1815. For a 
year after this he resided with 
Mr. Ambrose Lisle Phillips, at 
Grace Dieu Manor. He went to 
Rome with Hr. Newman, and was 
ordained priest on Oct. 31, 1817. 
Three years after this, feeling 
strongly drawn to the Congrega¬ 
tion of the Moat Holy Redeemer, 
lie became a Redemptorist, and 
entered the novitiate in Belgium. 
In 1835 lie was chosen Rector of St. 
Mary’s, Claphain, and in 18G5 was 
appointed to the office of Provin¬ 
cial, in which he was successively 
confirmed every three or four years 
till his elevation to the episcopate. 
From 1852 to 1872 he was almost con¬ 
stantly employed in preaching mis¬ 
sions and conducting clergy retreats 
throughout England, Ireland, and 
Scotland. In April, 1882, Pope Leo 
XIII. nominated him to the see of 
Southwark, in succession to the late 
Hr. Han ell. He was consecrated 
by Cardinal Howard in the church 
of St. Alfonso, on the Esquilino, at 
Rome, June 11,1882, and enthroned 
at St. George's Cathedi'al, South¬ 
wark, on the 27fch of the following 
month. The diocese of Southwark 
is now restricted to the counties 
of Surrey, Kent, and Sussex. Hr. 
Coffin lias translated into English

COLCHESTER, Bishop of. (,SVe 
Blompiuld, He.) 

COLE, Vicat, R.A., landscape 
painter, was born at Portsmouth 
in 1833, and received his earliest 
instruction in art from liv> father, 
Mr. George Cole, a well-known 
member of the Society of British 
Artists. Afterwards he resortc 1 
wholly to nature in the open Eng¬ 
lish landscape for his miteriuK 
and the study of the means hy 
which to transfer thorn with effect 
to canvas. Both he and his father 
were still resident at Portsmouth 
in 1852, when Vieat Cole sent his 
first exhibited pictures to London. 
Thesewere two river scenes sketch erl 
in the picturesque locality of the 
Wye : one was entitled f ‘ Scene on 
the Wye, Tintera; ” the other 
fr From Syinon's Yat on the Wye.’* 
They were exhibited at the Society 
of British Artists. Before another 
year arrived he had paid a visit to 
the Continent, from which resulted 
a view of " Marionbiirg Klo&ter, on 
the Moselle/Yxhibited at the Royal 
Aeademyiu 1853,with another work, 
■‘Ranmoor Common, Surrey,” a 
county whose beautiful scenery has 
furnished this artist with subjects 
for many of his finest works. In 
1858 he was elected a member of 
the Society of British Artists, and 
during several succeeding years he 
was a regular exhibitor in Suffolk 
Street. In 1860 he exhibited there 
“ A Surrey Corn-field—a view near 
Leith. Hill, Dorking/' which by its 
truthful realisation of Nature in 
her richest autumn garb, its breadth 
of treatment, and skilful handling, 
commanded universal admiration. 
The Society for the Encourage¬ 
ment of the Fine Arts bestowed 
their silver medal upon the artist 
for this performance. The picture 
was subsequently exhibited in the 
International Exhibition of 1862. 
In 1SG4, following the example of 
Stanfield, Roberts, Creswick and 
n 2 
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others, who head been members and 
exhibitors at Suffolk Street, Hr. 
Cole retired from the Society of 
British Artists to become a candi¬ 
date for honours at the Royal Aca¬ 
demy. The niost important works 
which he exhibited at the Academy 
are i “ The Decline of Day/* in 
1801 j “Spring Time,” in 18G5, the 
subject being sugggustcd by one of 
the songs in “ Love’s Labour’s 
Lost,-” “ Evening Rest” and 
“ Summer’s Golden Crown,” in 
180G j “ A large stormy sea-piece, 
called “St, Bride’s Bay,” in 1807; 
“ Sunlight Lingering on the Au¬ 
tumn “Woods,” in 1868 ; “A pause 
in the Storm at Sunset,” “ Summer 
Mowers,” and “ Floating Down to 
Camelot,” in 1809 ; “ Sunshine 

Showers ” and “Evening” in 1870: 
“ Autumn Gold,” in 1871; “Noon,” 
in 187^; “ Hay-time ” and “ Sum¬ 
mer Rain,” in 1876 ; fc The Heart 
of Surrey” and “Misty Morning,” 
in 187-1; " Richmond Hill,” “ Loch 
Scavaig, Isle of Skye,” and “ Sum¬ 
mer: noon,” in 1875 ; “The Day’s 
Decline,” in 1876; “ Summer 

Showers ” and “Arundel,” in 1877 ; 
" A Showery Day,” “Tho Alps at 
Rosenlaui” and “A Surrey Pas- 
toral,” in 1878 j “ Ripening Sun- 
beams,” “Leith Hill, from Den- 
bies” and “Box Hill, from Dou¬ 
bles,” in 1870 j “ A Thames Back¬ 
water,” tr The Leaves of Wasted 
Autumn Woods,” “On Silver 
Thames ” and “ The Mist of the 
Morning,” in I860* “ Wargrave,” 
"August Days” and “ Streatley,” 
in 1881; “The Sources of the 
Thames,” “In Sylvan Solitude” 
and “ Abington,” in 1882 j “ Wind¬ 
sor ” and “ Autuiun Morning,” in 
1883. He was elected an Asso¬ 
ciate of the Royal Academy in 
February, 1870, and a Royal Aca¬ 
demician, June 1G, 1880, His 
favourite field of study and the 
source of most of his subjects is 
Surrey with its picturesque hills 
and dales, moors and woodland, 
cornfield and pasturage. 

COLERIDGE, lord, The Right 


Hon, John Duke Coleridge, is the 
elder son of the late Right Hon. Sir 
John Taylor Coleridge, of Heath’s 
Court, Ottory St. Mary, by Mary, 
eldest daughter of the late Rev. 
Gilbert Buchanan, LL.D., Vicar of 
Woodman&terno, and Rector of 
Northfleot, and was born in the year 
1821. His lorclsliip was educated at 
Eton,andafc Bnlliol College, Oxford, 
whero he obtained a scholarship, 
and graduated B.A. in 1812 and 
M.A. in 1846, up to which year lie 
had boen a Fellow of Exeter Col¬ 
lege. Ho was called to the bar at 
the Middle Temple, Nov. 0,1816, 
and went the Western Circuit, of 
which lie was for some years the 
leader, In 1855 he was appointed 
Recorder of Portsmouth, and was 
created a Queen’s Counsel in 1861, 
being soon afterwards nominated a 
Bencher of the Middle Temple. lie 
was an unsuccessful candidate for 
the representation of Exeter in 
August, 186 A, but was elected for 
that city in July, 1863, and con¬ 
tinued to represent it till Nov. 1873. 
In Dec. 1868, on the formation of 
Mr. Gladstone’s Government, ho 
was selected to fill the office of So¬ 
licitor-General, when he received 
the honour of knighthood, and in 
Nov, 1871, on Sir Robert Collier 
being appointed to a judgeship in 
the Judicial Department of the 
Privy Council, Sir John Duke Cole¬ 
ridge was appointed to succeed him 
as Attorney-General. On the re¬ 
tirement of Lord Romilly, in 1873, 
from the Mastership of the Roils, 
Sir John Coleridgo, as Attorney- 
General, though a momher of the 
Common Law bar, received the first 
offer of that appointment, but after 
mature consideration ho declined 
the office, which was conferred upon 
Sir George Jessel, the Solicitor- 
General, who was a member of the 
Equity bar. Soon afterwards, how¬ 
ever, the death of Sir William Bo- 
vill left tho Chief Justiceship of 
the Court of Common Pleas at the 
disposal of the Government, and 
this high, office was at once con- 
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ferred upon Sir John Coleridge, I 
who was sworn in ns Lord Chief 
Justice, Nov. 10, 1873. In the fol¬ 
lowing month lie was raised to the 
peerage by the title of Baron Cole¬ 
ridge of Ottory St. Mary, in tho [ 
county of Devon, lie was ap- 1 
pointed Lord Chief Justice of Eng¬ 
land on the death of Sir Alexander 
Cockbum in Nov, 1880. Lord Cole¬ 
ridge was at one time a contributor 
to tho Edinburgh Review , and other 
periodicals. His lord&liip married, 
in 381G, Jane Fortes cue, third 
daughter of the Eev. George Tur¬ 
ner Seymour, of Farringfordhill, 
in the Isle of "Wight, who died 
some years ago, Tn 1886 he 
married again. His eldest son is 
the Hon. Bernard John Coleridge, 
M.P. for the Attercliffe Division 
of Sheffield. 

COLLINGS, Jesse, M.P., was bom 
in Dec. 1831, in the parish of 
Littleham, Exmouth, Devon, and 
educated at Church House School, 
Stoke, near Plymouth. At the age 
of nineteen he lost his father, and 
having to make his own way in tho 
world, entered tho service of Messrs. 
Booth & Co., Birmingham, as 
junior olerlc. Ho afterwards lived 
for some years at Heavilrec, near 
Exeter, and took an active part in 
educational and political work, 
being an earnest supporter of in¬ 
dustrial schools and free education. 
In 186G he settled in Birmingham 
ns head of the firm, which was 
thenceforth earned on under the 
name of Messrs, Uollings and Wal¬ 
lis, When the National Education 
League was formed in 186S, with 
Mr. Chamberlain a3 Chairman, Mr. 
Jesse Collings was lion. Secretary, 
and laboiu'ed hard to promote its 
doctrines. In 1873 he was elected 1 
to the Birmingham School Board, 
and after some years of work for 
the improvement of the citizens of 
Birmingham he was elected Mayor 
in 1878. In 1880 ho was elected 
for Ipswich, and was again re¬ 
turned at the General Election of 
1885, being appointed Secretary to 1 


I the Local Government Board, of 
which Mr. Chamberlain was Presi¬ 
dent. But on the hearing of the 
Ipswich Election Petition (1886) he 
lost his scat on account of bribery 
! and corruption by his agents. In 
1 1886 he retired from the office of 
Alderman of Birmingham after 18 
years' experience of every kind of 
municipal work. In politics Mr. 
Collings is aBadical, but is opposed 
to Mr. Gladstone's latest Irish 
policy. Ho is the founder and 
president of the Allotments and 
Small Holdings Association, and 
has published a pamphlet on the 
Land Question, 188G. After the 
dissolution of 1886 Mr. Collings 
turned to Birmingham, and was 
elected as a Unionist-Liberal for 
the Bordesley division of that 
town. 

COLLINGWOOD, Cuthbert, M.A, 
and B.M. Oxon., F.L.S., &c„ was 
born at Greenwich, Dec. 25, 1S2G, 
and educated at King's College 
School, Christ Church, Oxford, 
Edinburgh University, and Guy's 
Hosxntul. He also studied iu Paris 
and Vienna. From 1858 to 1806 ho 
resided in Liverpool, occupying 
during that period the chair of 
Botany in tho Medical School, and 
that of Biology in tho School of 
Science, He was also senior phy¬ 
sician to the Liverpool Northern 
Hospital, Dr. Collingwood has 
been a Fellow of the Linnceau 
Society since 1853, and sat on the 
Council in 1808. In 1866-G7 he 
undertook as a volunteer, under 
the sanction of the Admiralty, a 
scientific voyage for tho studjr of 
marine zoology, Ac., visiting China, 
Formosa, Borneo, and Singapore j 
the results being recorded in 
1 Hambies of a Naturalist on the 
Shores and Waters of the China 
Boa," 1868, in numerous papers 
read before scientific societies,, and 
in scientific journals. He is the 
author of " A Vision of Creation/' 
w The Travelling Birds," and nu¬ 
merous scientific papers, In 1876- 
1877 Dr. Collingwood travelled in 
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Falcstina and Egypt,and published 
an account oi Ills journey. 

COLLINS, William Wilkie, eldest 
son of the Lite William Collins, 
li.A„ the well-known painter of 
rustic scenes, -was bom in London 
in Jan. 1821. His mother was a 
sister of Mrs. Carpenter, one of the 
best female portrait-painters of the 
time. After being educated at a 
private school, and, spending two 
years with his parents in Italy, lie 
was articled for four years to a firm 
in the tea-trade. Exchanging com¬ 
merce for law, he was a student of 
Lincoln's Inn at the time of his 
father's death, and his earliest lite¬ 
rary performance was an admirable 
biography of his father, with selec¬ 
tions from his journals and corre¬ 
spondence, published in two vols. 
1848. From this time Mr. Collins 
devoted himself entirely to litera¬ 
ture, and published successively 
" Antonina; or the Fall of Home; 
a Komance of the fifth centrny,” 
1830; “ Hambies beyond Railways; 
or Notes in Cornwall, taken afoot/' 
1851 ; " Basil: a Story of Modern 
Life," 1832; "Mr. Wray's Cash 
Box; or the Mask and the Mystery: 
a Christmas Sketch," 1852; " Hide 
and Seek,” 1851. Soon afterwards 
lie became a contributor to House¬ 
hold Words, and his "After Bark/' 
185(3, and "The Dead Secret/' 1857, 
are reprints of biles which origin¬ 
ally appeared in that periodical. 
The later productions of his pen 
are " The Queen of Hearts/' 1850; 
"The Woman in White/' i860; 
" No Name,” 1862, which, ns well 
as the preceding novel, originally 
appeared in the columns of A ll the 
Year Rowid; "My Miscellanies/' 
1863 ; " Armadale/* 18G6; " The 
Moonstone/' 1868; "Man and 
Wife/' 1870 ; "Poor Miss Finch,” 
1872; " Miss or Mrs P and other 
Stories in Outline,” 1873; "The 
New Magdalen/' 1873; "The Law 
and the Lady/' 1873; " Two Desti¬ 
nies/' 1870 ; "The Haunted Hotel,” 
1878; " The Fallen Leaves/' 1879 •, 
fr A Rogue's Life from his Birth to 


his Marriage/' 1S79 ; " The. Blaol 
Robe,” 1881; " Heart and Science/ 
1883 ; ct I Say No/'1881, and "Tin 
Evil Genius/' 1886. Mr. Collins 
principahvorks have passed tlxrougl 
several editions both in this coun 
try and the United States, and havi 
been, translated intoFrcnch,Italian 
Q-erman, Dutch, Danish, and Rus¬ 
sian. He is a member of the Guile 
of Literature and Art, and took t 
prominent part in the amateur per* 
formances which were got up foi 
its benefit. He wrote the "Light 
house/ 1 first played in private a\ 
Tavistock House, and afterward 
produced at the Olympic Theatre 
In 1857 his unpublished drama 
entitled " The Frozen Deep/' wai 
first produced at Tavistock House 
Mr. C. Dickens and other amateur, 
performing it with great success 
It was afterwards brought out wit! 
the same cast at the Gallery of II 
lustration, tor tho benefit of the 
" JeiTold Fund,” the Queen having 
previously witnessod a private re 
presentation at that place. A dra¬ 
matic version,by himself, of "The 
Moonstone/' in four acts, wat 
brought out at the Olympic Theatre 
in Sept. 1877, His play; "Rant 
and Riches/' produced at the 
Adelphi Theutre on June 9,1883 
was ft complete failure; presenting 
in this respect a remarkable con 
twist to the reception in England, 
in America, and on the continent 
(in translations), of other xilayt 
founded on Ms novels, viz.: " The 
New Magdalen ” and " The W omau 
in White,” both produced at the 
Olympic Theatre, and "Man and 
Wife/' produced at the Brince oi 
Wales's Theatre, under the man 
agoment of Mr. and Mrs. Ban¬ 
croft. 

OOLLINSON, Admiral Sir Richard, 
K.C.B., F.R.G.S., was born Nov.7 : 
1811, at Gateshead, co. Durham, of 
which placo his father was rector. 
On Doc. 3, 1823, ho entered tho 
Royal Navy as volunteer on hoard 
H.M.S. Cambridge , Captain Moling, 
under whose command he served 
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three years on the Pacific station. 
After a short stay in England he 
entered as midshipman on board 
the Chanticleer , Captain Foster, 
which vessel was fitted out under 
the auspices of the Royal Society 
and employed in making pendulum, 
magnetic, and meteorological obser¬ 
vations on the shores and islands 
in the Atlantic Ocean. In 1831 ho 
was appointed to the Jftna, Captain 
Belcher, occupied in the survey of 
the coast ofj Africa; and subse¬ 
quently to the Salamander and 
Medea , under the command of Cap¬ 
tain Austin. Being promoted to 
the rank of lieutenant in 1823, he 
joined the Su Iphu r s CaptainBecchey, 
us assistant-surgeon, and was em¬ 
ployed in the examination of the 
coasts of Central America and 
Mexico; visiting* California, Van¬ 
couver's Island, Sitka, and fixing 
the position of Mount St. Elias. 
Returning to England in 1839, he 
was appointed additional lieutenant 
to the Flagship on the coast for 
surveying duty, and took an active 
part in all the operations of the 
first Chinese war; receiving his 
promotion to the rank of comman¬ 
der in 18lil, and captain and C.B. 
in 18-12 for his services. At the 
conclusion of the war he remained 
four years on the coast of China in 
command of H.M.S, Plover , laying 
down the coast-line and making 
plans of the different harbours 
between the Yangtsekiang and 
Hongkong, thus enabling merchant 
ships to approach the Treaty Ports 
in safety. In 1819, on the return 
of Sir lames Ross in the Enter¬ 
prise and Investigator from Lancas¬ 
ter Sound, after an ineffectual 
search for Sir John Franklin, the 
Government determined to de¬ 
spatch those vessels to Behring 
Strait, and the Admiralty selected 
Captain Collinsou to command the 
expedition. The two vessels left 
Plymouth on the 20th Jan. 1850, 
passing through the Straits of 
Magelhaen, and calling at the 
Sandwich Islands. The Enterprise 


reached Point Barrow on the 10th 
of August, 1850, when the ico was 
found to butt close on the shore, 
and after an ineffectual attempt to 
round the point, iu which lat. 
73* 23' in long. 101°, was reached, 
the ship returned to the southward, 
and after passing the winter at 
Hongkong, the Enterprise reached 
the edge of the ice in lat. 00° on 
May 31, 1831, and rounded Point 
Barrow in the pack on the 25tli of 
July. Aftor passing three winters 
in the ice, during which period 
5,735 miles of coaBt were searched 
by means of boats and sledges— 
one of the latter passing within 
forty miles of the position in which 
the Erebus and Terror wore aban¬ 
doned—the ship returned to Beh¬ 
ring Straits in the end of August, 
1851, having Been forty months on 
her own resources. On his return 
to England Captain Collin son re¬ 
ceived the medal of the Royal 
Geographical Society for his ex¬ 
ploration of these regions, and the 
proof that by bringing his Bhip 
back in safety the northern face of 
the continent of America was navi¬ 
gable by a sailing ship from Beh¬ 
ring Strait to King William's 
Land. After service on the Defence 
Commission and the Lakes in 
Canada, Captain Collins on received 
his promotion to flag rank in 1862, 
and was made a H.C.B. in 1875. 
In 1862 lie was elected an Elder 
Brother of the Corporation of the 
Trinity House, and since Sept. 7, 
1875, he lias oceiipied the honour¬ 
able position of Deputy Master of 
that Corporation. "The China 
Pilot," compiled chiefly from the 
surveys of Captain Collinsou, was 
published in 1855, ana reached a 
second edition in 1858. He is the 
author of "Nino Weeks in Canada/* 
published iu "Vacation Tourists 
and Notes of Travel in 1861; edited 
by Francis Galton," Cambridge, 
18G2; and he odited for the Hak¬ 
luyt Society, "The Three Voyages 
of Martin Frobisher, in search of a 
passage to Cathaia and India by 
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the Noi*th-west, a.d. 1576-S," Lon¬ 
don, 1867. 

COLQUHOUN, Archibald Robb, 
A.M., Inst. C.E., E.R.G.S., gold 
medallist of the Royal Geographical 
Society, horn off the Cape in March, 
1810, is the son of Dr. Archibald 
Colquhoun, of Edinburgh, who 
gained renown in the H.E.I.C.S. 
during the first Afghan campaign. 
Mr. Colquhoun wag educated in 
Scotland and on the continent, he 
entered the Indian Public Worlcs 
Department as assistant engineer 
in 1871, and was first posted under 
Mr. Holt Hallett in the Tenasserini 
Division. This division forms the 
eastern portion of British Bimnah, 
find borders Siam and the Siamese 
Shan States. Having gained con¬ 
siderable experience in the railway, 
cannl and other divisions, in 1S79 
he was appointed secretary and 
second in command of the Govern¬ 
ment Mission dispatched to Siam 
and the Siamese Shan States. In 
1881 he returned to England on 
furlough, and together with Mr, 
Hallett, formed the project for the 
connection of India and China and 
the opening up of Siam and Cen¬ 
tral Indo-China by railway, which 
led to the exploration of Messrs. 
Colquhoun and Wahab through 
Southern China and the Chinese 
Shan States in 1881-82, and of 
Mr. Holt Hallett in Siam and the 
Siamese Shan States in 1883-84, 
during which they succeeded in 
tracing out the best path for their 
proposed system of railways. On 
his return to England Mr. Colqu¬ 
houn was awarded the gold medal 
of the R.G.S. 5 published '* Across 
Chrysd," a boolr in two volumes, 
giving an account of his travels, 
cohtrHmted many important letters 
to the Times on China and Indo- 
China, addressed several Cham¬ 
bers of Commerce, and awakened 
general interest in those parts of 
the East and in the proposed 
system of railways. In June, 1883, 
he left England for China and 
Tonquin as special correspondent 


of the Times ; his able letters and 
descriptions of the people and 
country at once placed him in the 
foremost rank of correspondents 
and were quickly re-published. 
Be turning to England in Oct., he 
again left for the Times in Nov., 
remaining in the East until the 
close of the Eranco-Cliinosc war. 
He came back to England in July, 
18S5, addressed the London Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce upon "English 
Commercial Policy in the East / 1 
proposed the annexation of Upper 
Burmah and the alliance of England 
and China so as to frustrate the 
aims of Prance and Russia in the 
East, and to push forward the de¬ 
velopment of our commerce with 
China, Whilst in China ho did 
all in his power to increase the 
friendly feeling of the Chinese 
Government for the English, and 
wub entrusted by Li Hung Chang 
with a message to the Viceroy of 
India proposing the early connec¬ 
tion of India and China by tele¬ 
graph, via Burmah and the Burmese 
Shan StateB. In Siam ho saw the 
King, together with Mr. Hallett, 
and explained the proposed system 
of railways, and was subsequently 
informed by our Minister at Bang¬ 
kok, that the Siamese would con¬ 
struct their portion of the railway 
if the British would meet them 
with a line to the frontier. Mr. 
Colquhoun left England in Deo. 
1885, for Bunnah, to take up his 
post as Deputy-Commissioner of 
the Sagain District in Upper Bur¬ 
mah, where he has since gained 
much credit for his able adminis¬ 
tration of affairs. 

COLQUHOUN, Sir Patrick Mac 
Chombaich de, Bart., LL.D., eldest 
son of the late Chevalier James de 
Colquhoun, who wag private seci*e- 
tary to Mr. Dundas, and afterwards 
charge d'affaires of the Hanseatic 
republics, was bora in 1815, and edu¬ 
cated at Westminster, and become 
scholar of St. John's College, Cam¬ 
bridge, where he graduated BA. in 
1837 and MA, in 1814, taking the 
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degree of Juris utriusquc Doctor at 
Heidelberg and subsequently that 
of LL .1). at Cambridge in 1851. He 
was called to the bar in 1838, and 
appointed Plenipotentiary by the 
Hanseatic republics to conclude 
commercial treaties with Turkey, 
Tcrsia, and Greece. On his return, 
in 1811, he went the Home Circuit. 
Ho is the author of ff A Summary 
of the Homan Civil Law,illustrated 
by Commentaries and Parallels 
from the Mosaic, Canon, Moharn- 
inedan,English ,and Foreign Laws/* 
published in 1819-00. He was ap¬ 
pointed A ulic Councillor to the king 
of Saxony in 1857, and was stand¬ 
ing counsel to II.S.M. ’s Legation till 
the abolition of the office by the 
war of 18GG. He was also Coun¬ 
cillor of Legation of the Grand 
Duke of Oldenburg. He was ap¬ 
pointed Member of the Supreme 
Council of Justico of the Ionian 
Islands by Sir Edward Bulwer 
Lytton in 1858; became Chief Jus¬ 
tice of the court in 1801, and re¬ 
ceived the honour of knighthood. 
On the cession of tho Ionian Islands 
to Greece in 1801, Sir P. Colqulioun 
returned to England, nnd was ap¬ 
pointed one of Her Majesty's Coun¬ 
sel in 1808, and a Member of the 
Inner Temple Bench. Sir Patrick 
is the author of various treatises on 
learned political and classical sub¬ 
jects in different languages. He is 
at present head of the family whose 
name he bears, and succeeded his 
couain,8ir Robert Colquhoun, Bart., 
N.S., on Nov. 10, 1870, 

COLVIN, Sir AucklandjK.C.M.G.. 
son of the late Hon. John Russell 
Colvin, Lieut.-Governor of the 
North West Provinces of India, by- 
Emma Sophia Colvin, daughter 
of the Rev. W. Sneyd, was born at 
Kiirnal,inthe Punjab, India, March 
8,1838, He was educated at Eton, 
and at Haileybury College, and 
entered the Indian Civil Service in 
1858. He became in succession 
Under-Secretary to theG overnment 
of India, Home and Foreign De¬ 
partments i Secretary to the North 


West Provinces Revenue Board,and 
Secretary to the Government of the 
North West Provinces. He was a 
member of tho International Com¬ 
mission of Egyptian Liquidation in 
18S0, and was appointed English 
Controller-General in Egypt the 
same year. In 1881 ho was created 
a Knight Commander of the Order 
of SS. Michael and Georgo. Sir 
Auckland Colvin took a prominent 
part in assisting and advising the 
Khedive on the occasion of Arabi 
Pasha’s military demonstration on 
Sept. 9,1881; and in July, 1883, he 
r e eeived the thanks of HerMaj esty’s 
Government for his services prior 
and subsequent to that event. 
After the abolition of the Dual 
Control (Jan., 1883), he became 
Financial Adviser to the Khedive. 
He has received tho grand cordon 
of tho Order of the Medjidie and 
the Third Class of the Order of 
the Osiuanioh. Sir A. Colvin is 
now Financial Member of tho 
Council of tho Governor-General 
of India. 

COLVIN, Sidney, M.A., was horn 
at Norwood, Surrey, June 18,1815. 
He is tho youngest son of the late 
Mr. Bazett D, Colvin, of the firm 
of Cranford, Colvin, & Co,, [of 73, 
Old Broad Street, and of Healings, 
Woodbridgc, Suffolk, by his wife 
Mary Steuart, eldest daughter of 
the late Mr. William Butterworth 
Bayley, of the East India Com¬ 
pany’s Civil Service. Mr. Colvin 
was educated at home and at Tri¬ 
nity College, Cambridge, where ho 
was Chancellor's English Medallist 
in 1805, and where he graduated 
as third in the first class of the 
Classical Tripos in 1867. Ho was 
elected a Fellow of Trinity Col¬ 
lege in 1869; Slade Professor of 
Fine Arts, 1873 (rc-elected 1870, 
1879, 1882, and 1885); and was ap¬ 
pointed Director of the Fitzwilliam 
Museum, Cambridge, in 1870. 
Having been appointed Keeper of 
the Department of Prints and 
Drawings in the British Museum 
in Dec. 1881, Mr. Colvin resigned 
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the direction of tho Fitz william 
Museum at that date, and the post 
of Slade Professor in Jan. 188(5. 
He is a member of the Herman 
Archaeological Institute, and Cor¬ 
responding member of the Histo¬ 
rical Society of Maine, TT.S. Since 
1807 lie has been a frequent con¬ 
tributor, chiefly as a critic and 
historian of art and literature, to 
the Portfolio, Fortnightly Review, 
Cornhill Magazine , Nineteenth Cen¬ 
tury, Edinburgh Review, Macnul- 
larts Magazine , and other perio¬ 
dicals. In addition to His contri¬ 
butions to periodical literature, he 
is the author of the following 
books j — ,f Children in Italian 
and English Design/* 1872 j «* Lan- 
dor” in the "English Men of 
Letters” series, 1882; and"Keats” 
in the same series, 188(3. Ho has

COMMERELL, Vice-Admiral Sir 
John Edmund, K.C.B., Y.C., second 
son of Mr. John W. Coinwerell, 
of Stroud Park, Horsham, Sussex, 
by Sophia, daughter of Mr. Wil¬ 
liam Bosanquet, of Harley Street, 
London, was horn in London in 
1829. Entering the Royal Navy 
in 1812, he became Lieutenant in 
1818, Commander in 1855, Captain 
in 1859, Rear'-Admiral in 1877, 
and Vice-Admiral in 1881. He 
served in China and South America, 
and was present at all the opera¬ 
tions in the Parana (1845-46), espe- 
ciaUy at Punta Obligado, where ho 
assisted in cutting the chain that 
defended tho river. Afterwards ho 
served in the Baltic and the G-ulf 
of Bothnia (185J), and as Lieute¬ 
nant of H.M.S. IVeser was present 
at Sebastopol, and in several ope¬ 
rations in the Sea of Azof; lie was 
twice mentioned in despatches, and 
received the Victoria Cross for ha¬ 
zardous service in the Putrid Sea. 
He commanded H.M.S. Fury in 
1859, and in July of that year he 
led a division of seamen in tho at¬ 
tack on the Taku Ports, For this 


service ho was highly praised in 
despatches, and promoted to H.M.S. 
Magiciennc, in which ho served 
during the subsequent operations 
in China, In 18GU he was in com¬ 
mand of H.M.S. Terrible , and ren¬ 
dered activo service in laying the 
Atlantic cable. He commanded H. 
M.S. Monarch on particular service 
in 1808-09, and in 1872-73 he served 
as Commodore of tho second class, 
and senior officer in command of the 
Cajie of Good Hope and West Coast 
of Africa. In Aug. 1873, whilst 
reconnoitring up the river Prah 
to discover the position of tho 
Ashantees, the boats were fired 
upon from the banks, and Com¬ 
modore Coimnerell was so dan¬ 
gerously wounded as to necessitate 
liis relinquishment of the command 
of the Btation. Aftur going to Capo 
Town for the cure of hie wounds, 
he returned to England, when he 
was nominated a Knight Com¬ 
mander of the Order of the Bath, 
aud appointed a Groom-in-Waiting 
to the Queen. Sir J. E. Coimnerell 
was second in command of the 
Mediterranean Fleet from July, 
j 1877, to Oct. 1878, and was a Lord 
of the Admiralty from Oct, 1879, 
to May, 1880. He was appointed 
Commander-in-Chief, NoiHi Ame¬ 
rican and West Indies, in 1882. 
Ho married, in 1853, Matilda Marin, 
fourth daughter of Mr. Joseph 
Bushby, of St. Croix, West Indies, 
and Hftlkin Street, London. 

COMPTON, The Right Rev. lord 
Alwyne Spencer, E.D., Bishop of 
Ely, is a younger son of the second 
Marquis of Northampton, by tho 
eldest daughter of tho late Major- 
General Douglas Maclean Clo- 
phane, of Torloisk, N.B, He was 
born in 1825, and educated at Tri¬ 
nity College, Cambridge, where he 
took the degree of M.A., coming 
out as a wrangler in 1818.

At the National Convention of 1880, 
he endeavoured to secure the nomi¬ 
nation of Gen. Grant, but the public 
sentiment was too strongly opposed 
to third terms for him to succeed. 
Palling to obtain the support of the 
Senate in opposing some of Presi¬ 
dent Garfield’s New York appoint¬ 
ments, Mr. Conkling, with his col¬ 
league, Senator Platt, resigned his 
seat in the Senate early in 1881, in 
order that the Legislature of New 
York might pass judgment upon his 
quarrel with the President. After 
a protracted contest, ho failed in 
liis attempt to secure a re-election, 
and has not since appeared in pub¬ 
lic life. Upon the accession to the 
presidency of Mr. Arthur, the posi¬ 
tion of Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States was 
offered him, but he declined it. 
He is now practising law in New 
York City. 

CONNAUGHT (Duke of), His 
Royal Highness Arthur William 
Patrick Albert, K.G., K.T., K.P., 
G.C.M.G., Prince of the United 
Kingdom, Duke of Saxony, Prince 
of Coburg and Gotlm, the third son 
of Her Majesty Queen Victoria, was 
bom at Buckingham Palace,May 1, 
1850. He entered the Military 
Academy at Woolwich as a cadet 
in 1800, became a lieutenant in the 
Royal Engineers in 1808, and a 
lieutenant in the Royal Artillery 
in Feb. 1809. He was appointed 
a lieutenant in the Rifle Brigade in 
Aug. 1809, and a captain in excess 
of the establishment of the regi¬ 
ment in 1871* On attaining his 
majority in the last-named year 
Parliament voted him a grant of 
,£15,000 per annum; and an addi¬ 
tion of £10,000was voted on his mar¬ 


riage in 1879. Prince Arthur was 
created Duke of Connaught and 
Strath earn, and Earl of Sussex, 
May 2G, 1871, and took his scat in 
the House of Lords on the 8th of 
the following month. At a Council 
held at Windsor, May 16,1878, the 
Queen declared tho intended mar¬ 
riage of tho Duke of Connaught 
and Stratheam to Princess Mar¬ 
garet Louise, of Prussia, third 
daughter of Prince Frederick 
Charles, and grand niece of tho 
Emperor of Germany. The mar¬ 
riage was celebrated at Windsor, 
March 13, 1870. His Royal Higli- 
ness’s staff services are ;—Brigade 
Major at Aldershot in 1873; Brigade 
Major to the Cavalry Brigadier at 
the samo quarters in 1875, in the 
October of which year he was 
appointedAssislantAdjutant-Gono- 
ral at Gibraltar, which post lie 
held until April, 1876. In 1880 he 
was made a General of Brigade at 
Aldershot. Ho commanded the 
Guards Brigade in the First Divi¬ 
sion in the expedition to Egypt in 
1882. He was appointed in Oct. 
1882, honorary Colonel of the 13th 
Bengal Lancers serving in Egypt. 
In Sept. 188G, the Duke, accom¬ 
panied by the Duchess,left England 
for India, arriving at Bombay, 
Sept. 27tli. It has lately been 
announced that he is about to 
take up command of tho forces in 
Madras. 

CONSTANT, Benjamin, a French 
painter, bom at Pails, June 10, 
1815, studied in tho Jilcolo des 
Beaux-Arts, and then entered the 
atclicv of M. Cabancl. The first 
picture he sent to the salon was 
" Hamlet ct le Roi ” 3809 ; and he 
has since exhibited " Trop tard," 
1870; ** Samson ot Dalila,” 1872 j 
"Femmes du Riff (Maroe), ,J and 
tf Bouohers mauros ft Tungor,” 1873;

This 
large picture is typical of M. Con¬ 
stant’s latest manner; an Oriental 
subject, as melodramatic as possi¬ 
ble ; ample opportunities for paint¬ 
ing* the nude ; and strong effects 
of colour. The painter has received 
several medals, and is one of the 
most successful members of the 
modern Prcnch school. M. Con¬ 
stant, who was decorated with Iho 
Legion of Honour in 1878, married 
one of the daughters of M. Em¬ 
manuel Arago. 

CONSTANTINE, NICOLJEWITCH, 

the second son and fourth child of 
the late Emperor Nicholas, Grand 
Duke of Russia, titular and Grand 
Admiral of the Imperial fleet, was 
born R<q>t. 21 (or, according to the 
old stylo which Russia retains, 
Sept, 9), 1827. Ho was educated 
with great care for the naval ser¬ 
vice, and had for his tutor Admiral 
Ltltke, the circumnavigator of the 
globe, under whose orders the 
young prince subsequently served, 
and acquired the rank of “post- 
captain in the Russian navy,” as 
he thus subscribed himself at the 
model-room of the Admiralty at 
Somerset House, during his visit 
to England in 1817. In his charac¬ 
ter of Admiral lie had ventured to 
arrest his elder brother, the present 
emperor of Russia, who was on 
board his ship, for which ho was 
himself placed under arrest for a 
considerable time by his father. 
The Grand Duke Constantine mar¬ 
ried, Aug, 30, 1818, the Princess 
Alexandra, daughter of Joseph, 
duke of Saxe-Altenburg, by whom 
he has issue. In addition to being 
Grand A dmiral of Russia, the 


Grand Duke Constantine is Com * 
mandant of the 4<th brigade of 
Infantry of the Guard, Colonel of 
the regiment of Hussars of tho 
late Grand Duke Michael Paulo- 
witch, a member of the Council of 
Military Schools, and President of 
the Grand Council of the Empire. 
He allied himself to the Muscovite 
national party, whose fanaticism 
helped to bring about the war with 
England and Prance. At the death 
of the emperor Nicholas, it was 
feared that the Grand Duke Con¬ 
stantine might become the chief of 
the opposition represented by the 
old Muscovite party against ilie 
moderate party, of which tho new 
czar, Alexander II., had been con¬ 
sidered the centre. The late em¬ 
peror, foreseeing the probability of 
commotion, had, however, caused 
the Grand Duke Constantino to 
take in his presence au oath of 
fidelity and obedience to the heir 
of the throne ; and when Nicholas 
saw that his end was approaching, 
he called the two princes to hiri 
bedside, and before giving them 
his blessing, made Constantine, in 
presence of his mother, renew the 
oath of fidelity to his older brother. 
A few hours after the emperor's 
death, Constantine took the oath of 
allegiance, adding that the latter 
might rely upon him under every 
circumstance. In 1857 the Grand 
Duke paid visits to the courts of 
England and Prance, and inspected 
the naval arsenals of both countries, 
At the outbreak of the Polish insur¬ 
rection, in 1862, he was appointed 
Viceroy of that principality, but he 
resigned that post in a few months. 
In Jan. 1865, he was appointed 
President of the Council of the 
Empire, and in 1871 he paid 
another visit to England. Of late 
he has been very busy with a re¬ 
organisation of the fleet, and he 
visited Turkey during the war, 
though only for a short time. In 
Jan. 1878 he was reappointed Presi¬ 
dent of the Council of State for 
three years. He is the author of a 
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kt History aiul Description of the 
Town of Pnvlovslc,” published 
anonymously. 

CONYBEAKE, Henry, civil en¬ 
gineer and architect, fourth son of 
the Very Kev. William Daniel 
Oonybeare, Dean of Llandalf, the 
well-known geologist, was born at 
Brisling ton, in Somersetshire, Fob. 
22, 1823. After leaving Kugby 
School, he entered the civil engi¬ 
neering department of King’s Col¬ 
lege, London, and accompanied 
Professor Hall, when he with Pro¬ 
fessor Mosely assisted in the or¬ 
ganization of the Cornish School 
of Mines. On leaving King’s Col¬ 
lege, Mr. Oonybeare spent throe 
years in an engine manufactory at 
Newcastle, and then went to India 
on the engineering staff of the 
Croat Indian Peninsula Kailway, 
and he had the civil engineering 
charge of the city and island of 
Bombay from 1819 to 1S52. In 
consequence of the prevalence of 
water famines at Bombay, he was 
requested in 1834 by the Govern¬ 
ment of that presidency to report 
on the best means of affording an 
adequate water supply to the city 
and island. His recommendations 
being approved by the Supreme 
Government of India, he was ap¬ 
pointed to carry them into execu¬ 
tion. During his residence in 
India, Mr. Conyhoare practised 
architecture aa well as civil engi¬ 
neering, and designed the church 
erected at Colaha, in memory of 
those who fell in the Afghan cam- 
aign, the church of St. John at 
atara, and many civil buildings. 
As a justice of the peace, he took 
a prominent part in the business of 
the Bombay bench; and on the 
breaking out of the Mahomedan 
riots in 1851 he was appointed to 
act as second Stipendiary Magis¬ 
trate of Police. During the last 
six years he remained in India he 
was the Indian correspondent of 
the Times. Since his return to 
England in 1855, Mr. Oonybeare 
has been in extensive practice as a 


railway engineer, and has been 
engineer-in-chief to a large number 
of railways. He was elected a 
member of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers, and has taken a large 
part in the discussions of that body. 
In 1839 he designed docks for the 
port of Bombay, and in the same 
year was appointed Lecturer on the 
Principles and Practice of Civil 
Engineering at tho Royal Engi¬ 
neers’ Establishment for Field 
Instruction at Chatham. In April, 
1809, Mr. Oonybeare was appointed 
by the Home Secretary to design 
and carry out certain works of 
drainage required to be executed 
under tho authority of the Home 
Office and of the Local Government 
Act, at Southover, in Sussex. In 
IS 1 ?# he was engaged at Caracas, in 
Venezuela. 

COOK, Eliza, poetess/the daughter 
of a respectable tradesman in 
Southwark, was horn about 1818, 
At an early ago she contributed to 
various periodicals, including the 
New Monthly, Metropolitan, Literary 
Gazette, &c., and published in 18 to 
a volume of poems, which at once 
attracted the attention of a not 
very critical public, and stamped 
her as aim ter of merit. She more 
than sustained this favoured posi¬ 
tion in the “ Journal ” which bore 
her name, and which was published 
weekly from 1819 until 1851, when, 
on account of failing health, it was 
given up, to the great regret of its 
readers. Her poems, roprintod 
in a collected form, have passed 
through numerous editions, and an 
illustrated Christinas volume was 
Issued in 18G0. She published 
another volume, ontitlcd "New 
Echoes, and other poems,” in 
October, 18G4, and obtained a 
literary pension of £100 per annum 
from the Civil List the same 
year. 

COOK, The Kev. Frederic Charles, 
M.A., born about 1810, received 
his academical education at St, 
John’s College, Cambridge (B.A., 
1828; M.A., 1810), He became 
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chaplain of Lincoln’s Inn in 1860; 
a canon residentiary of Exeter 
cathedral in 1861; chaplain in 
ordinary to the Queen; chaplain 
to the Bishop of London in 1H69; 
and precentor of Exeter in 1872. 
Mr. Cook, who was formerly one of 
HerMajesty’s Inspectors of Schools, 
has published the "Acts of the 
Apostles/ 1 with a commentary; and 
he is the general editor of the 
" Speaker’s Commentary/* the first 
volume of which nppenred in 1871 
under the title of " The Iloly 
Bible, according to the Authorized 
Version (a.d. 1611), with an Expla¬ 
natory and Critical Commentary, 
and a Be vision of the Translation. 
By Bishops and other Clergy of the 
Anglican Church/’ He resigned 
the preachership of Lincoln’s Inn 
in June, 18S0. 

COOK, The Bev, Joseph, horn at 
Ticonderoga, New York, Jan. 20, 
1838, was educated at Yale and 
Harvard, graduating in 1803. He 
afterwards studied at the An¬ 
dover Seminary and in Germany. 
Since his return to America he has 
resided judncipnlly at Boston, 
whore he has delivered a series of 
"Boston Monday Lectures/ 1 for 
which he is principally noted. He 
has repeated these lectures in other 
cities of the United States, and has 
published them in nine volumes 
(1877—1881), under titles of "Bio¬ 
logy/’ "Conscience/’ "Heredity/’ 
" Labor,” " Marriage/’ " Ortho¬ 
doxy,” "Socialism, " Transcen¬ 
dentalism/’ and * ‘ Occident.” Mr. 
Cook has also preached and lectured 
in England. 

COOKE, John Eaten, was bora at 
Winuhester, Virginia, Nov. 3,1830. 
His family removed to Bichmond, 
Virginia, in 1839, where he studied 
law, and was admitted to the bar 
in 1851. During a part of the civil 
war ho was on the Staff of General 
"Stonewall” Jackson and Gen. B. 
E. Lee. After the war he was for 
a while a resident in Now York, 
where lie was engaged in journal¬ 
ism, bvt subsequently returned to 


his farm near Winchester, V irginm. 
Besides numerous contributions to 
Xieriodicals and a multitude of 
stories, he has published "The 
Youth of Jefferson ” (1855); "Life 
of Stonewall Jackson” (1860) j 
"Wearing of the Grey” (1867); 

Mohun, or the Last Days of Leo 
and liis Paladins ” (1868) ; "Hilt 
to Hilt, or Days and Nights on 
the Shenandoah ” (1869); " Life of 
Boborfc E. Leo” (1871); "Stories 
of tho Old Dominion ” (18/9 ); 
"VirginiaBohemians” (18S0); and 
" Virginia, a History of tho People ” 
(1883). 

COOLEY, Thomas Molntyre, was 
born at Attica, New York, Jan. 0, 
1821*. In 1813 he removed to Michi¬ 
gan, where he was in 1815 admit¬ 
ted to the bar. In 1857 he was ap¬ 
pointed to compile and publish tho 
laws of the State, and in 1858 ho 
was made reporter of the decisions 
of the Supreme Court, a position he 
held for several years, during which 
he published eight volumes of re¬ 
ports, followed by a digest of all 
the laws of the State. In 1859 the 
law department of the University 
of Michigan was organized, and he 
was chosen ono of the professors, 
and subsequently became Dean of 
the Faculty. In 1864 he was ap- 
ointed to fill a vacancy on the 
ench of the Supreme Court of the 
Stale, and in 1867 was elected Chief 
Justice, a position which he still 
occupies, lie has published " The 
Constitutional Limitations which 
rest upon the Legislative Power of 
the States of the American Union” 
(18G8 and 1871); an edition of 
Blackstone’s "Commentaries” 
(1870); and of Story’s "Commen¬ 
taries on the Constitution of the 
United States, with additional 
Chapters on the New Amend¬ 
ments” (1873); "Law of Taxa¬ 
tion” (1876); "Law of Torts” 
(1879); " General Principles of 
Constitutional Law in the United 
States” (1880); and "A History 
of Governments” (1885). He fur¬ 
nished nearly all the legal 
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articles in Apploton’s “American 
Cyclopcedia” (1873-76). 

COOPER, Basil Henry, B.A., 
youngest son of the late Mr. Basil 
Henry Cooper, solicitor, of Read¬ 
ing, was born June 29, 1810, at 
Maidenhead, Berks, and was edu¬ 
cated at various private schools, 
and at Highbury College, an in¬ 
stitution for the training of Inde¬ 
pendent ministers, which has since 
become affiliated to the University 
of London, and graduated in 1812. 
The next year he was ordained 
pastor of the Independent congre¬ 
gation at Mayer’s Green, West 
Bromwich, Staffordshire, of which 
he retained the charge for nine 
years. In 18-11 he published “An 
Essay towards a Hew Translation 
of the Epistle of St. Paul to the 
Romans/'’ and in 181C he edited 
for the Wy cliff e Society, “ Select 
Works of the Reverend and Learned 
David Clarkson, B.D., and some 
time Fellow of Clare Hall, Cam¬ 
bridge/’ In 1852 appeared his 
“ Free Church, of Ancient Christen¬ 
dom," and he has since devoted 
himself almost wholly to literature, 
especially to Egyptology and the 
chronology of the Pharaohs. In 
I860 was published “Count Ca- 
Vour j his Life and Career/* and 
in 1861 appeared his “ Hiorogly- 
phioal Date of the Exodus in the 
Annalsof Thothmes the Groat/’ Mr. 
Cooper has also published a number 
of articles in various periodicals. 

COOPER, Charles Alfred, journal¬ 
ist, was bom at Hull, Yorkshire, 
in 1829. Ho was educated at the 
Hull Grammar’ School, and early 
in life entered the office of the 
Hull Packet, a weekly newspaper 
of good standing. There he be¬ 
came a reporter, and took a sharo 
in sub-editorial work. In 1861 he 
removed to London, and entered 
the gallery of the House of Com¬ 
mons as reporter for the Morning 
Star, Of this paper he subsequently 
became the sub-editor, and held 
the post until 1868, when he became 
assistant editor of the Scotsman, in 


which capacity lie served for several 
years. In 1SS0 he became editor 
of the Scotsman , and in 1881, in 
recognition of his services to the 
Liberal party, he was made a 
member of the Reform Club, with¬ 
out a ballot, on the nomination of 
the political committee. Earlier 
he had taken a great interest in 
tlio opening of the gallery of the 
House of Commons to the reporters 
of provincial newspapers, and 
shortly before becoming editor of 
the Scotsman, he had the gratifica¬ 
tion of seeing this object gained. 

COOPER, Sir Daniel, Bart., 
K.C.M.G., was bom at Bolton, 
Lancashire, July 1, 1821. When 
very young lie sailed for New South 
Wales, and was educated there till 
he was 11, and then returned to 
England and finished his education 
by a course of four years at Univer¬ 
sity College, London. Mr. Cooper's 
health at this period of his life was 
very uncertain, and after starting 
in business in Europe ho sailed 
again for New South Wales, when 
ho was at once connected with his 
uncle’s firm, at that time one of tlio 
most extensive mercantile houses 
in Australia, At the dissolution of 
the firm in 18 J8 the business was 
carried on by himself and an elder 
brother. This second partnership 
was dissolved in 1852, and the 
business was conducted for some 
years under the name of D. Coopor 
and Co. In 1847 Mr. Cooper was 
appointed a director, and in 1855 
the President, of the "Bank of New 
South Wales. In 1810 he was 
elected a member of the Legislative 
Council of the Colony, which was at 
that time the only legislative body • 
and again in 1853. Two years after¬ 
wards the Act was passed which 
gave the Colony a Constitution 
modelled on the English Parlia¬ 
ment. In 1856, at the first election 
under the new Constitution, Mr. 
Cooper was again returned, and was 
chosen first Speaker of the Assem¬ 
bly. In 1857 he was knighted. He 
resigned his office as Speaker owing 
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to ill-health in i860, and imrne- | Pasture "“Watering at Evening,” 


di.itely iif ter wards, on the resigna¬ 
tion of the Forster Government, 
he was invited to form a Ministry, 
but was for the same cause com¬ 
pelled to decline. Returning to 
England in 1S01, he busied himself 
in looking after the interests of 
the colonial wool growera in this 
country. Sir Daniel received a 
baronetcy in 1863. He has ever 
since his return to England taken 
nn active part in every movement 
tending to promote the welfare of ! 
the Colonies. For the services 1 
rendered by him in connection 
with the Sydney Exhibition he 
was created a Knight Commander 
of the Order of SS. Michael and 
George in Oct. 1880. 

COOPER, Thomas Sidney, R.A., 
was born at Canterbury, Sept, 26, 
1803. At the age of seventeen he 
became painter at the Hastings 
Theatre, and for three years 
gained a moderate income by 
scene-painting. Then he became 
a drawing-master at Canterbury 
till the year 182 7* when he set out 
from Dover to Calais, and literally 
“sketched his way 1 * from that 
French port to the Belgian capital; 

-Spaying tavern-bills by likenesses 
of hosts and hostesses. At Brus¬ 
sels his talents secured him patrons 
and employment ; and having set¬ 
tled there, he married, and enjoyed 
the friendsliip of various Flemish 
artists. There, too, his pencil was 
first directed to the study of land¬ 
scape, and the branch of art 
(animal-pointing) which secured 
him his present high reputation, 
with abundant and profitable em¬ 
ployment. The revolution of 1830 
involved him and Ms family in 
difficulties, and forced him to re¬ 
turn to England. He first ex- 
Mbited in the Suffolk Street Gal¬ 
lery in 1883. His picture attracted 
attention, and he received a com¬ 
mission from Mr. Vernon for a pic¬ 
ture now in the Vernon Gallery, 
About ten years later his Cuyp- 
like groups of cattle, <f Going to 


u Reposing ” in the heat of a sum¬ 
mer afternoon, attracted general 
notice. Mr. Cooper was elected an 
Associate of the Royal Academy in 
IS 15, and a Royal Academician in 
1867. In 1SS2 he presented to the 
city of Canterbury the Gallery of 
Art which he had founded some 
ten or twelve years previously, and 
in which he lmd since given gra¬ 
tuitous instructions to students. A 
condition made by the donor was 
that only a nominal fee should be 
charged to the artisan classes for 
tuition; the original object l’or 
which the gallery was built having 
been the teaching of chawing to 
poor boys. At the meeting at 
which Mr. Cooper's gift was an¬ 
nounced it was determined to con¬ 
vert the gallery into a school, and 
to affiliate it to the Science and 
Art Department at South. Ken¬ 
sington. 

COOPER, Thomas, bom at Lei¬ 
cester, March 28, 1805, was taught 
the humble trade of a shoemaker 
in his youth, at Gainsborough, 
Lincolnshire (where he and tho 
late Thomas Miller were com¬ 
panions in boyhood), and having 
instructed himself in the Latin, 
Greek, Hebrew, and French lan¬ 
guages while at his stall, became 
a schoolmaster at twenty-three. 
He held appointments on the re¬ 
porting staff of one or two country 
newspapers, and then became 
leader of the Leicester Chartists 
in 1841, lectured in the Potteries 
during the " Riots ** in Aug. 1842, 
was sent to Stafford gaol on a 
charge of conspiracy and sedition, 
and was found guilty, and sen¬ 
tenced to two years' imprisonment* 
During that period he wrote his 
epic poem, “The Purgatory of 
Suicides,” and “Wise Saws and 
Modern Instances,” a series of 
stories, both published in 1816* 
His " Baron's Yule Feast/' a short 
poem, appeared in Jan. 1846. 
During the latter half of IS 16 he 
wrote a series of papers entitled 
s 
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“Condition of ilie People/ 5 iu 
Douglas Jerrald's Newspaper, travel¬ 
ling through the North of England 
to collect material for liis obser¬ 
vations* In 1847 appeared his 
“Triumphs of Perseverance 55 and 
“ Triumphs of Enterprise/ 5 In 
1848 ho became an active political 
and historical lecturer in London. 
In 1849 he edited the Plain Speaker, 
a 'weekly penny journal of radical 
politics, In 1850 he conducted 
Cooper’s Journal , a sceptical weekly 
penny periodical. In 1851 and 
1852 he was chiefly employed as a 
travelling lecturer on history., 
poetry, and general literature. His 
“Alderman Ralph/ 5 a novel, ap¬ 
peared in 1853, and a second novel, 
“ The Family Feud/ 5 in 1854. To¬ 
wards the close of 1855 his opinions 
on religious questions changed j 
and, having returned to London, 
ho bogan a course of Sunday 
evening lectures and discussions 
with the London sceptics, in Sept. 
185G, and continued them until the 
end of May, 1858. From that time 
he has been continually travelling 
through England and Scotland, 
lecturing and preaching on the 
Evidences of Christianity. Ho 
published his autobiography in 
1872j and his "Poetical Works 55 
appeared in 1878. 

COPE, Charles West, retired R.A., 
painter, bom in Leeds in 1811, is 
the son of an artist of considerable 
reputation in that town, whose 
career was cut short by an un¬ 
timely death. After a course of 
study, first under Mr. Sass, and 
then at the Royal Academy, he 
resided for two years in Italy. 
After his return to England, he 
painted a "Holy Family/ 5 which 
was purchased by the lato Mr. 
Beckford. Among his earlier 
pictures one which attracted con¬ 
siderable attention at the Royal 
Academy Exhibition in 1839 was a 
large altar-piece, subsequently pre¬ 
sented by him to St. George's 
Church at Leeds, where it now 
stands as a memorial of the painter 


in the town of liis birth. Mr. 
Cope is one of the fortunate few 
whose progress to a high position 
has been assisted by the favour¬ 
able decisions of the Royal Com¬ 
mission on the Fine Arts. He first 
exhibited at the Royal Academy 
in 1831. His earlier pictures may 
bo divided into two distinct classes, 
—the historical and domostic ; the 
latter treated in a larger manner 
than is now common, and often 
suggested by the poets. In the 
summer of 1843, liis cartoon, the 
“ First Trial by Jury/ 5 gained one 
of the first three prizes of ,£300 in 
the Westminster Hall competition. 
In the fresco competition of 1844. 
his “ Meeting of Jacob and Rachel 55 
obtained for him a commission to 
prepare a design for one of the six 
frescoes destined to adorn the now 
House of Lords. In 1845 liis 
simple cartoon, fresco, and coloured 
sketch for “ Edward the Black 
Prince receiving the Order of the 
Garter/ 5 exhibited in Westminster 
Hall, were approved of. That sub- 
! ject was in duo time successfully 
executed. To it succeeded a pri¬ 
vate commission from Prince 
Albert, for the “LaBt Days of 
Cardinal Wolsey. 55 Mr. Cope was 
elected Associate of the Royal 
Academy in 18U, and R.A. in 
1848. Further commissions for 
the New Palace followed:—"Gri- 
selda's First Trial/ 5 “ Prince 
Henry's Submission to the Law/ 5 
&e. While these works were in 
progress, others in the domestic 
class proceeded from his easel— 
the “ Young Mother*/ 5 in 1817 j 
“ Girl at Prayer/ 5 and “ Maiden 
Meditation/ 5 in 1847 j “ L 5 Allegro 
and 11 Penseroso/ 5 in 1848 j "Fire¬ 
side Musings/ 5 and the "First¬ 
born/ 5 in 1819; "Milton's Dream/ 5 
in 1850j "Creeping like Snail 
unwillingly to School/ 5 and " Flo¬ 
rence Cope at Dinner-time/ 5 in 
1852. Amongst other works by 
Mr. Cope are "Royal Prisoners, 

" Death of the Princess Elizabeth, 
daughter of Charles I./ 5 in 1855 
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“ Departure of the Pilgrim j 
Fat herd/'* painted in both oil and i 
fre3co 3 iu 1850 ; " Burial of Charles 
I./* fresco, in 1S57; Upward j 
Gazing,” in 1S5S; “ Evening 

Prayer/* - Rest,” in 1800 ; “ Part- 1 
ing of Lord and Lady Russell/ 1 
in 1801; “ and ff Scholar’s Hate/* 
in 1S02. The eight frescoes in the 1 
Peers’ Corridor are now completed, 
and the whole form a series of sub¬ 
jects from English history, illus¬ 
trating the important changes in 
the Constitution during the great 
struggles in the time of Charles I„ 
<kc. While these worts were in 
progress Mr, Cope painted few 
pictures in oil, but, after 1860, he 
began again to contribute regu¬ 
larly to the Academy exhibitions. 
He was Professor of Painting at 
the Royal Academy from 1867 to 
1S71, and was also a Trustee of 
that body. He resigned his acatle- 
luiciansliip some years ago. Mr. 
Cope was one of the original mem¬ 
bers of the Etching Club. 

COPE, Edward Drinker, natu¬ 
ralist and comparative anatomist, 
bom at Philadelphia, July 2S, ISil), 
studied in the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania, and worked at unatomy 
in Europe in 1803-1. He was Pro- 
f ossor of Natural Science in Haver- 
ford College, Philadelphia, from 
1SG4 to 1867, and has been Curator 
and Corresponding Secretary of 
the Academy of Natural Sciences. 
Xu 1871 he explored the cretaceous 
formations of Kansas j iu 1872 tho 
eoceue of Wyoming ; in 1873 the 
tertiary beds of Colorado ; in 1874 
was employed by the U. S. Gr. G. 
Survey under Lieut. G-. M. Wheeler 
in New Mexico j in 1875 in Northern 
Montana; in 1877 in Oregon and 
Texas; and iu 1876 he had several 
parties exploring the Western re¬ 
gions. The result of these expe¬ 
ditions has been the creation of a 
collection of over 600 species of 
extinct vertebrate animals, of which 
Professor Cope has made known to 
science at least 400 species. The 
structure of many of these animals 


is in the highest degree remarkable, 
and has been described in nume¬ 
rous papers, read before the scien¬ 
tific societies of Philadelphia, or 
published in the reports of the 
Hayden XJ. S. Geological Survey 
of the Territories, to which he is 
paleontologist of vertebrate, or in 
those of Lieut. Wheeler. Professor 
Cope has also published essays on 
fishes, batraehians, and reptiles of 
various parts of the world, and has 
made observations on the anatomy 
of these animals, which have 
resulted in new views of their 
systematic arrangement. He has 
also, since 1869, published a 
number of papers on the sub¬ 
ject of evolution, which are to be 
found in the Proceedings of tho 
Philadelphia Scientific Societies 
and the Penn. Monthly Magazine. 
He is a member of the National 
Academy of Science, and, together 
with Prof. A . S. Packard, is editor 
of the AnimVun Naturalist He 
received the BigHby gold medal of 
the Geological Society of London 
in 1870, in recognition of his ser¬ 
vices in the field of vertebrate 
p deontology. He is the author of 
the doctrine of l( acceleration and 
retardation,” of "repetition/’ of 
the u doctrine of the unspecinlized/* 
and of a theory of the origin of the 
will. 

C0PXEST0N, The Right Rev. 
Reginald Stephen, D.D., Bishop of 
Colombo, aon of the Rev. R. E, 
Coplaston, formerly Fellow of 
Exeter College, Oxford, was bora 
at Barne3, Surrey, in 1845. From 
Merchant Taylors’ School he pro¬ 
ceeded to Merton College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A, (2nd 
class in classics) in 1869, He was 
then elected a Fellow of St. John’s 
College, of which he became senior 
tutor; and he proceeded M.A. from 
that College in 1871. When Dr. 
Jermya resigned the Bishopric of 
Colombo, in Ceylon, Mr. Copleston 
was selected by the Crown to fill 
the vacant Sec, and he was conse¬ 
crated in Westminster Abbey, 
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Dog. 28, 1875, IIo lias published 
" JEschylus/* in Blackwood’s" Clas¬ 
sics for English Readersand 
was one of the three writers of the 
"Oxford Spectator/* Dr. Cople- 
ston married a daughter of the 
late Archbishop Trench. 

COPPEEj Francois Edouard Joa¬ 
chim. a French poet, was born Jan. 
12, 1842. lie early gained a repu¬ 
tation as a poet, and published in 
18GG a volume of poems entitled 
" Lo Roliquaire/* which was fol¬ 
lowed two years later hy ,f Intimi¬ 
tes/* He then turned his atten¬ 
tion to the theatre, and wrote " Le 
Passant/* produced at the Odeou 
in 18 GO i " L*Abandonnce ** and 
" Fais ce que dois,” 1871; " Le 
Bijou de la Delivrance/* 1872 ; 
" Le Luthier de Cn'nione/* pro¬ 
duced at the Theutro Framjais in 
1877 j "Madame de Mnintenon/* 
18S1. For several years M. Coppce 
was attached to the library of the 
Senate House, and in 1878 was ap¬ 
pointed keeper of the records at 
the Comedie Francaiso. He was 
made a member of the Academic 
Frangaise in 1884. 

COQUELIN, Benoit Constant 
(** Coquelin Aine/’) a French actor, 
born at Boulogne-sur-Mer, Jan, 23, 
1811, is the son of a baker, aud was 
destined originally to follow that 
trade j but evincing a great apti¬ 
tude for the stage, he went to Paris 
and was admittod to the Conserva¬ 
toire on Doc. 29, 1859, joining M. 
Regnier’s class, of which he became 
the most brilliant pupil. He ob¬ 
tained the second prize for comedy, 
and made his ddbut at the The&tre 
Framjais ou Dec. 7, 18G0, in the 
character of Gros-Rene in the 
" Depit Amoureux/* He after¬ 
wards played with success in the 
" Fourberiesdc Scapin,** " Mariage 
doFigaTo/* "Don Juan/* and other 
classical pieces; Lupin in "La 
M£re Confidents; the Marquis in 
* r Lo Joueur/* Annibal in " L*Aven~ 
turifrre/* &o. He created the rdle 
of Anatole in " TJno Loge d* Opera/* 
John in “ Trap Curioux/* Gagneux 


in "Jean Baudry/* Vincent in 
"L*CEiilet Blanc/* Aristide in 
"Le Lion Amoureux/* Gringoire 
in a play of that name ; Beaubouvg 
in " Paul Foresticr ; ** Eucrate in 
"Le Coq de Mycillc/* &c. M. 
Coquelin has obtained groat success 
in society by reciting in private 
and at public meetings, and has 
also added to the reputation of 
new poets, particularly of Eugene 
Manuel and Francois Coppee. Ho 
lias lately, to the great regret of 
all admirers of French comedy, 
announced his intention of leaving 
the Theatre Fram;ais. 

COQUELIN, Ernest Alexandre, 
bettor known as Coquelin Cadet, 
brother of the preceding, was born 
at Boulogne-sur-Mor, 1G May, 1848, 
He entered the service of the 
Northern Railway Company, hut 
being irresistibly drawn towards 
the theatrical profession, he went 
to Paris, and, in 180t, entered M. 
Eognior’s class at theConsorvatoire, 
and three years later carried off 
the first prize for comedy. After 
successfully making his ddbut at 
the Od£on in the comic roles of 
classic pieces, he entered tlio 
Comedie Franqaise in June, 18G8, 
and played with his brother. 
During the Biege of Paris lie gained 
the Military Medal for bravery at 
the Battle of Bugenval. Among 
his best creations are Ulrich in 
"Le Sphinx** of Octave Feuillct, 
Isidore in " La Reprise du Testa¬ 
ment de Cesar Girodot/* Frodorie 
in " L*Ami Fritz** of MM. Erck- 
mann-Chatrian, and Basilo in " Le 
Barbicr de Seville/* 

CORBOULD, Edward Henry, the 
eldest son of Henry Corbould, and 
grandson of Richard Corbould, 
historical painters, was horn in 
Great Coram Street, London, Doc. 
5, 1815. Being at an early age 
ambitious of distinction in art, he 
painted " The Fall of Phaeton from 
the Chariot of the Sun/* for which 
ho obtainod the gold Isis modal of 
the Society of Arts in 1834, winning 
the same prize again in 1835, with 
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an original model of " St. George ( James Comibh. of Sal combo Hill, 


and the Dragon. In 1S3G lie 
obtained the large gold medal for 
hio model of the Chariot-race, from 
Homer. He exhibited at the Royal 
Academy, and at the Gallery of 
British Artists, subjects mostly 
from Spenser’s “ Faery Queen,” 
and eventually joined the New 
Society (now the Royal Institute 1 ) 
of Painters in Water-Colours. His 
fir*t large subject here was “ The 
“ Assembling of the Canterbury 
Pilgrims at the Tabard Inn, South¬ 
wark/ 1 followed >iy w The Woman 
taken in Adultery,” “The Eglinton 
Tournament ** (from sketches made 
upon the spot ),“ Under the Rose/ 1 
" Salome Dancing before Herod/* 
‘‘The Plague of London/* “The 
Baptism of Ethelhert/* “ William 
of Eynesham reciting the Victory 
of Towton Field** (in Westminster 
Hall), “ Scene from the Prophete** 
(painted for the Queen), *• Floretta 
<le Nerac, the first love of HenrylV. 
of France ** (purchased by her 
Majesty, and presented to the 
King of Prussia), “The Entry of 
the Hoy King into London after his. 
Coronation in Paris/* and “The 
Destruction of the Idols at Basle " 
(both in the collection of the Crown 
Princess of Germany), and various 
others which we cannot enumerate. 
In 1851 Mr. Corbould was appointed 
Instructor of Historical Painting 
to the Royal Family; but this 
appointment, after having Lasted 
for about twenty-one years, died a 
sort of natural death from tlio fact 
of there being no further need of 
Mr. Corbould’s services. His pic¬ 
ture painted from Tennyson, “The 
Struggle for the Last Diamond/* 
was perhaps the earliest purchase 
of a work of art hy the Prince of 
Wales; but that from Tennyson’s 
rr Morte d*Arthur/* in ISG-1, pur¬ 
chased by her Majesty and pre¬ 
sented to the Princess Louise, is 
generally considered liis best work. 

CORNISH, The Right Rev. Robert 
Kestell, Bishop of Madagascar, only 
surviving son of the Rev. George 


Sidmouth, Devon, Prebendaiy ut 
Exeter, was horn in 3821, and edu¬ 
cated at Winchester Si liool, and at 
| Corpus i’lui'.ti College, Oxford 
I (B.A. lrtiri ; M.A. JMO). Ho wa-, 

I vicar of Coleridge, Devon. iS3(i-iilj 
vicar of Rovolstoke in the same 
| county, ; and \ icar of Land- 

key, Barnhtaple, from 1W> till 
1.871, when he was. appointed the 
first Bishop of Marlngns* ar. In 
1871 ho assumed the additional 
name of Iveatell, as the solo 'surviv¬ 
ing representative of tho ancient 
family of Kestell of Kestell, 
Cornwall. 

CORNTH WAITE, The Right Rev. 
Robert, D.D., a Roman Catholic 
prelate, was born at Preston, May 0, 
1818. In 1831 he entered St. Cutli- 
bert*s College atUshaw, near Dur¬ 
ham, and aft er having completed 
his studies, he remained there for 
two year?, as Professor of Humani¬ 
ties. He next studied theology in 
the English College at Rome, and 
was ordained priest in 1813. In 
IS lfi he returned to England and 
remained here five years. In 1851 
Fupe Pius IX. nominated him rector 
of the English College at Rome. 
He resigned that post in 1857, and 
returning again to this country, he 
became secretary to the late J)r. 
Hogarth, Bishop of Hexham. On 
Nov. 10,1801, he was consecrated 
Bishop of Beverley, in succession 
to the late Dr. Briggs. The diocese 
of Beverley then comprised the 
county of York. On the division 
of the diocese of Beverley into the 
sees of Leeds and Middlesborongh, 
on Dec. 20, 1878, Dr. Coxmthwaito 
became Bishop of Leeds. 

COTTESLOE (Lord), The Right 
Hon, Thomas Francis Fremantle, is 
the eldest son of the late Vice- 
Admiral Sir Thomas Francis Fi*c- 
mantle, Bart., G.C.B., of Swan- 
bourno, Bucks, by Elizabeth, 
daughter and co-heiress of the late 
Mr. Richard Wynne, of Falking- 
ham, Lincolnshire. He was horn in 
London, in 1793, and educate! at 
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Eton and Oriel College, Oxford, 
where he took his degree with high 
honours in the year 1819. He en¬ 
tered Parliament at the General 
Election of 1326 a3 member for 
Buckingham, which he represented 
in the Conservative interest down 
to IS id, when he was appointed 
Deputy-Chairman of the Board of 
Customs, He was subsequently 
promoted to the chairmanship of 
this department, a post which he 
field down to the end of the year 
1873. He was one of the Secre¬ 
taries of the Treasury under Sir 
.Robert Peel’s first short-lived 
Ministry in 1831-5, and again 
under his old chief in 1841-4, and 
Secretary for ‘War in lS4i-5. He 
also held the post of Chief Secre¬ 
tary for Ireland during the last 
year of Sir Robert Peel's adminis¬ 
tration, He was raised to the 
peerage by the title of Baron 
Cotte&loe in Feb. 1871. Lord 
Cottesloe (who is also a Baron of 
the Austrian Empire) married in 
1824 Louisa Elizabeth, eldest 
daughter of the late Sir George 
Nugent. His eldest son, the Hon. 
Thomas F. Fremantle, who was 
born in 1830, is married to a sister 
of the Earl of Eldon. 

COT ION, General Sir Arthur 
Thomas, K.C.S.I., son of the late 
H. C. Cotton, Esq., and a cousin of 
the late Lord Combermere, bom 
at Woodcot House, Oxfordshire, in 
1303, was educated at Addiscombo. 
He entered the Madras army in 
1S19, became Colonel of Engineers 
in 1834, and served in the Burmese 
war. In 1801 he received the 
honour of knighthood for his ac¬ 
tivity in developing the eotton- 
growing capabilities of India, and 
was entertained at a public dinner 
before returning to the East. He 
was nominated a Knight Comman¬ 
der of the Star of India on the re¬ 
organization of that Order in 1860. 
In the following year he was nomi¬ 
nated a Lieut,-General in the army, 
and placed on the fixed establish¬ 
ment of general officers. He at¬ 


tained the rank of General in 1876, 
and was placed on the retired list 
in the following year. 

COTTON, The Eight Hon. Sir 
Henry, Lord Justice of Appeal, is 
the younger son of tlm late Wil¬ 
liam Cotton, Esq., of Walwood 
House, near Lcytonstono, Essex 
(formerly High Sheriff of that 
county and at one time Governor of 
j the Bank of England), by his mar- 
‘ riage with Sarah, only daughter of 
the late Thomas Lane, Esq. He 
was bom at Leytonstone, May 20, 
1821, and educated at Eton, where 
he was Newcastle scholar in 183S, 
and at Christ Church, Oxford, of 
which he was student, and where 
he took his bachelor's degree in 
Michaelmas Term, 1842, obtaining 
a Second Class in the School of 
Liter® Ruviadiorea^ and a First 
Class in Mathematical Honours, 
He was called to the bar at 
Lincoln's Inn in Jan. 1840, and 
having gained a largo practice as 
a Chancery barrister, lie obtained 
a silk gown in December, I860. 
He was made a bencher of his Inn 
in Jan. 1867, and was appointed 
Standing Counsel to the University 
of Oxford in 1872. He was ap¬ 
pointed in June, 1877, to succeed 
the late Sir George Mellish as one 
of the Lords Justices of Appeal of 
the High Court of Judicature, and 
he received the honour of knight¬ 
hood and was sworn of the Privy 
Council in the following month. 
The University of Oxford conferred 
upon him the honorary degree of 
D.C.L. in Oct, 1877. He married 
in 1853 Clemonce, youngest daugh¬ 
ter of the Rev. Thomas Streatfeild, 
of CJiart's Edge, Kent. 

COUCH, The Right Hon. Sir 
Richard, born in 1817, was called 
to the bar at the Middle Temple in 
1841, and practised for many years 
on the Norfolk circuit. He was for 
some years Recorder of Bedford, 
but in 1862 was appointed a Puisne 
Judge of the Bombay High Court, 
entering upon office in August of 
that year. In April, I860, on the 
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retirement of tlie lato Sir Matthew 
Sausse, he was promoted to he 
Chief Justice of the High Court of 
Judicature at Bombay, receiving 
soon afterwards the honour of 
knighthood; and in 1870 he suc¬ 
ceeded Sir Barnes Peacock ns Chief 
Justice of the High Court of Cal¬ 
cutta. He resigned the latter post 
in 1873, when his name was added 
to the roll of the Privy Council. 
He was appointed a member of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council in January, 1881. 

COTJES, Elliott, H.D., was horn 
nt Portsmouth, N.H., Sept. 9,1812, 
and studied nt Columbia Univer¬ 
sity, 'Washington, where he took his 
E.A. degree in 1861 j M.D., 1863. 
Ho served on the Medical Staff of 
the U. S. army from 1802 to 18S1, 
holding official positions on the 
Northern Boundary Survey (1873- 
76), and on the geographical sur¬ 
vey of the territories (1876-SO). 
Prom 1877 to 1883 he was Profes¬ 
sor of Anatomy in the National 
Medical College at Washington. 
Since 1SS3 he lias been Professor 
of Biology in the Virginia Agri¬ 
cultural College. His principal

COURTNEY, Leonard Henry, 
M.P., eldest son of the late Mr. 
John Sampson Courtney, hanker, 
of Penzance, Cornwall, by Sarah,, 
daughter of Mr, John Mortimer, of 
St. Mary's, Scilly, was bom at Pen¬ 
zance, July 6, 1832. He was edu¬ 
cated at the Regent House Academy 


in that town, under Mi*. Richard 
Baines, and afterwards privately 
under Mr. L. R. Will an, M.D. Mr. 
Courtney was for some time in the 
bank of Messrs. Bolitho, Sons, and 
Co., but went to St. John's College, 
Cambridge, in 1851, and graduated 
B.A. as Second Wrangler in 1855, 
being bracketed First Smith's 
Prizeman. In the following year 
he was elected a Fellow of his 
college. For some time he was 
engaged, in private tuition at the 
university. In 1858 he was called 
to the bar at Lincoln's Inn. Ho 
was appointed in 1872 to the Chair 
of Political Economy at University 
College, London, and held that 
professorship until a lengthened 
visit to India in the winter of 
1875-G necessitated his retirement. 
For two years he was examiner in 
Constitutional History in the Uni¬ 
versity of London (1873-75). In 
1871 he contested Liskeard, but 
polled only 829 votes against 334 
recorded fur Mr. Horsman, but at 
the election which was held after 
that gentleman’s death, Mr. Court¬ 
ney gained the seat December 22, 
187G, polling 388 votes against 
281 votes given to his opponent, 
Lieut.-Colonel Sterling, Ho held 
the seat so long as Liskeard re¬ 
mained a parliamentary borough, 
and when it was merged in the 
division of South-East Cornwall he 
won the enlarged constituency at 
the general election of 1883, ard 
was again returned in 188G. He 
was appointed Under-Secretary of 
State for the Home Department in 
Dec. 1880. In August, 1881, he was 
appointed Under-Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, in succession to 
Mr. Grant Duff, who had been 
nominated Governor of Madras j 
and in May, 1882, he succeeded the 
late Lord Frederick Cavendish as 
Financial Secretary to the Trea¬ 
sury, hut resigned his appointment 
on finding that the last Reform 
Bill did not include the principle 
of proportional representation, 
which he and the late Mr. Faw* 
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cett had long advocated. In 1885 
and again in 1886, having been re¬ 
turned as a Unionist Liberal, lie 
was appointed Chairman of Com¬ 
mittees in the House of Commons. 
Mr, Courtney is an advanced 
Liberal, and in favour of a more 
extended system of local govern¬ 
ment in counties; and lie is also 
in favour of an absolute security 
being given by legislation to agri¬ 
cultural tenants for compensation 
for their improvement?!. He was 
for some years a regular writer for 
the Times, In I860 he published a 
pamphlet on " Direct Taxation ; ” 
and to the " Journal of tlio Statis¬ 
tical Society ” (1808) he contri¬ 
buted a paper on the " Finances of 
the United States, 1801-07” Mr. 
Jourtney lias written various 
papers in the Fortnightly Reuiew, 
the Nineteenth Century, and the 
Into natio7ial Review. He married, 
March 15, 1883, Catherine, eldest 
unmarried daughter of Mr. Hi chard 
Potter, a lady well Itnown for her 
exertions in providing decent homes 
for the poor. 

COUSINS, Samuel, R.A., engraver, 
was horn at Exeter in May, 1801. 
At nine years old he was already 
celebrated for liis cleverness in 
drawing, and at thirteen was ap¬ 
prenticed to S. W. Reynolds, the 
engraver. When his years of ap¬ 
prenticeship had expired he still 
spent four years in his master’s 
studio, helping him in the execu¬ 
tion of some of his heat plateB. 
Since that time Mr. Cousins has 
devoted himself entirely to the ait 
of mezzo-tint engraving, and has 
become one of our most famous 
engravers. He has produced plates 
after several of Sir Edwin Land¬ 
seer’s pictures, the most popular 
being “Bolton Abbey in the Olden 
Time;” and also after portraits 
by Sir Tbos. Lawrence and others. 
His later years have been devoted 
to the works of Sir Joshua Rey- 
nolds. Sir Frederick Leighton, and 
Sir John Millais. Of his early plates 
the most famous are "Master 


Lambton” and "Mrs. Peel,” after 
Lawrence; of his later, " The 
Strawberry Girl” and "Penelope 
Boothby,” after Reynolds; “Mo- 
retta.” after Leighton; and " Po¬ 
mona,” and many others, after 
Millais. Mr. Cousins was elected 
A.B.A. in 1838, and promoted to 
tlm full honours of the Academy 
in 185.*5. He retired in 1870, when 
he was placed on the list of Re¬ 
tired Academicians. Mr. Cousins 
has been a munificent benefactor 
to his less successful brother ar¬ 
tists, having vested in the hands 
of the Royal Academy the sum of 
jfcl5,000, of which the interest is 
to be used for their relief in sick¬ 
ness and old age. 

C0UTTS. (SecBURDETT-COUTTS.) 

C0WEN, Frederio Hymen, com¬ 
poser, horn Jan. 29, 1852, at 
Kingston, in Jamaica, oxliihitod as 
an infant an extraordinary love of 
music. He came to England at the 
age of four, and from that time 
showed so much musical talent, 
both in composition and playing, as 
to render it advisable to place him 
under the tuition of Sir Julius (then 
Mr.) Benedict and Sir John (then 
Mr.) Goss, whoso pupil he remained 
until the winter of 1865. He then 
studied at the conservatoires of 
Leipzig and Berlin, and returned 
to London in 1868. His first essay 
in composition was a waltz, written 
at six years old. This was followed 
by numerous small pieces, includ¬ 
ing an operetta entitled "Gari¬ 
baldi.” On his return from Berlin 
he wrote a fantasie sonata, a trio, 
a quartet, a concerto for piano, and 
a symphony in C minor, the latter 
played firstly at the composer’s own 
concert, and then at the Crystal 
Palace. Mi*. Co wen’s later works 
from 1870 comprise two cantatas, 
"The Rose Maiden” and "The 
Corsair” (the latter written for the 
Birmingham Festival, 1870); an 
opera, " Paulino ; ” an oratorio, 
"The Deluge; ” Symphonies No. 2 
and No. 3 (Scandinavian), which 
latter has made his name known. 
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throughout Europe ; a sacred can¬ 
tata, “ Saint Ursula" (produced 
at the Norwich Festival, 1S81); 
Symphony No. 1 (the Welsh); can¬ 
tata, u Sleeping Beauty,’" written 
for the Birmingham Festival, 1885; 
and also several overtures, a sin- 
fonietta, a suite de ballet, pieces 
for the pianoforte, and more than 
101) songs and ballads, many of 
which have attained great popu¬ 
larity. 

COWEN, Joseph, late M.P. for 
Newcastle, eldst son of the late Sir 
Joseph Cowon (who represented 
Nowcastle-on-Tyne from 1803 till 
his death in Dec. 18/3), by Mary, 
daughter of Mr. Anthony Newton, 
of Winlaton, co. Durham, was bom 
at Blaydon Brows in that county 
in 1831. He received his education 
at the University of Edinburgh, 
and married, in 1831, Jane, daughter 
of Mr. John Thompson, of Fatfield. 
Early in life Mr. Cowen contracted 
close friendships with Mazzini, 
Garibaldi, Kossuth, Herzen, and 
other political exiles. He was un¬ 
ceasing in his advocacy of the 
cause of the oppressed European 
nationalities. To aid their propa¬ 
ganda lie established a private 
press, at which their revolutionary 
manifestoes were printed and then 
smuggled into Italy, Hungary, and 
Poland. He was intimately and 
actively identified with the dif¬ 
ferent Goribaldian expeditions to 
establish a free and united Italy, 
and with Langiewicz’s unsuccessful 
effort for Polish independence. At 
the death of liis father Mr. Cowen 
was elected for Newcastle, which 
ho represented until 188E5. In home 
politics he is a democrat, and in 
foreign affairs an imperialist. He 
disregards conventional party ties, 
and in Parliament has always 
acted independently. He would 
have England to keep her empire, 
and assert and maintain her posi¬ 
tion as an active and efficient 
member of the European Areo¬ 
pagus. He believes this can be 
best done by a system of Im¬ 


perial Federation, and he would 
carry federation the length of 
granting Homo Rule to Ireland, 
which he advocates as a means of 
consolidating and strengthening 
the empire. Mr. Cowen is a mem¬ 
ber of most of the local represen¬ 
tative 1)0dies in Tyneside. He was 
one of the pioneers of co-operation, 
and has been an ardent advocate 
of education and social progress, 
on which subjects he has written 
several pamphlets. In Parliament 
Mr. Cowen has promoted Bills for 
the extension of County Courts, for 
the establishment or Licensing 
Boards, and for amendments in the 
electoral law. He is an extensive 
coal owner, and fire-brick and clay 
retort manufacturer. He is also 
proprietor of the Newcastle Daily and 
Weekly Chronicles, and has contri¬ 
buted largely to these and other 
periodicals. His addresses to his 
constituents have been collected 
and published in two volumes. His 
Life, by Major Jones, and a selec¬ 
tion of the speeches he has deli¬ 
vered in the House of Commons 
and at literary institutions, have 
alao been published. After the 
dissolution of 1880, Mr. Cowen did 
not offer himself for re-election. 

CO WIE, The Very Eev. Benjamin 
Morgan, D.D., Bean of Exeter, 
born June 8,1810, was educated at 
St. John’s College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated B.A., as Senior 
Wrangler, in 1839, and was elected 
Fellow of his college. In 1841 ho 
was appointed Principal of the 
College of Civil Engineers at Put¬ 
ney. He was a Select Preacher in 
his university, and preached the 
Hulaean Lectures in 1853 and 1831; 
was elected Professor of Geometry 
at Gresham College in 1834, and 
became a Minor Canon of St. Paul’s 
in 1858. He also held the vicarage 
of St. Laurence Jewry, in the City 
of London, from 1838 to 1873. In 
1859 he was appointed, a Govern¬ 
ment Inspector of Training Schools, 
and in I860 Warburtonian Lecturer 
at Lincoln’s Inn. He was norni- 
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nated one of the Chaplains in Ordi¬ 
nary to her Majesty, Jan. 14,1871, 
and was appointed Dean of Man¬ 
chester in Oct. 1872. In 1880 lie 
was elected Prolocutor of the Lower 
House of Convocation of the Pro¬ 
vince of York, in succession to the 
lnte Dean of York, the Hon. A. 
Duneombe. in 1882 Dr. Cowrie 
v.*H3 appointed Doan of Exeter. 
He published in 1810 a " Cata¬ 
logue of the Library of St. John's 
College, Cambridge; ” and he is 
author of some theological worlcs. 

COWELL, Edward Byles, born at 
Ipswich, Jan. 23, 1820, was edu¬ 
cated at the Ip3wich Grammar 
School and at Magdalen Hall, 
Oxford, whore he took his B.A. 
degree Dec. 1S54, and M.A. 1857. 
In 1S50 he went to Calcutta as 
Profeasor of History in the newly 
established Presidency College, and 
was appointed soon afterwards 
Principal of the »Sanskrit College 
also. He returned, to England in 
1804, and in 1807 "was elected Pro¬ 
fessor of Sanskrit in the Univer¬ 
sity of Cambridge. In 187-4 he was 
elected to a Fellowship in Corpus 
Christi College. Prof. Cowell's

COWPER (Earl), The Right Hon. 
Pranois Thomas De-Grey Cowper, 
K.G., eldest sou of the sixth Earl, 
was born in 1834, and educated at 
Christ Church, Oxford, whero he 
took a first-class in law and modern 
history in 1835. On his father's 
death, in 185G, he succeeded to the 
title. He was Cai)tain of the Gen- 
tlemen-at-Arms from April, 1871, 
to Doc. 1873. On May 5, 1S80, he 
was installed Lord Lion tenant of 
Ireland- at Dublin Castle, and he 
hold that post till April 28, 18S2, 
when he and Mr. Forster resigned 
together, he being succeeded by 
Earl Spencer. Lord Cowper after 
this did not take much part in 
public affairs until Mr, Gladstone 

when Lord Cowper declared him¬ 
self opposed to it. He was Chair¬ 
man of the celebrated "Opera 
House ” meeting of Unionists, and 
took other measures against Mr. 
Gladstone's bill. After the acces¬ 
sion of Lord Salisbury, Lord Cow¬ 
per was appointed Chairman of tho 
Commission for investigating the 
working of the Irish Land Act of 
1881.

Dnty/ 5 1851; “ Impressions of

COXWELL, Henry Tracey, was 
bom March 2,1819, ab the Parson¬ 
age House, Wouldham, near Ro¬ 
chester Castle, and educated at 
the Military School, Chatham. He 
was intended for the army, but 
after the death of his father. Cap¬ 
tain Coxwell, R.N., he repaired to 
London, and there became a sur¬ 
geon-dentist. Prom boyhood he 
had a strong bent for ballooning, 
and made many ascents with other 
aeronauts before he had a balloon 
of his own. He may be said 
to have become a professional 
ata’onaut in 1814. In 1845 he 
projected and edited the Aerostatic 
Magazine. Since then he lias made 
nearly 700 ascents, the most re¬ 
markable being the extraordinary 
voyage from Wolverhampton (July 
17, 1802), in behalf of the British 
Association, when Mr. Coxwell 
took Mr. Glaisher seven miles 
high, and owing to the intense 
cold, Mr. Glaisuer being insen¬ 


sible, had to open the valve by 
catching the line with his teeth, 
thus saving the lives of both. Mr, 
Coxwell is the author of several 
able papers and lectures on Aero¬ 
station. 

CRAIG, Isa (Mrs. Knox), was 
born in Edinburgh, Oct. 17, 1831. 
At an early age she began to con- 
ti*ihuto anonymously to several 
periodicals, and at length her 
poetical contributions to tlie NroLi¬ 
man, under the signature "Isa/* 
attracted attention, and led to her 
employment in the literary depart¬ 
ment of that journal. In 185G she 
published a collection of her poems. 
In 1857 she came to London, and 
her services wore engaged by Mr. 
Hastings in organizing the National 
Association for the Promotion of 
Social Science, to which she acted 
as secretary and literary assistant, 
until her marriage with her cousin, 
Mr. John Knox. In 1859 she won 
tlie first prize for her Ode, recited 
at the Burns Centenary Festival, 
against G2Q competitors, and in 
18G5 published " Duchess Agnes/ 5 
and other poems. 

CRAIK, Mrs. (Nee Mulock.) 

CRAMFTOH, Sir John Fiennes 
Twisleton, Bart., K.C.B., eldest son 
of the late Sir Philip Cramp ton, 
Bart., born in Dublin in 1807, was 
educated at Eton and Trinity Col¬ 
lege, Dublin. Entering the diplo¬ 
matic service, he rose by successive 
steps, until in 1852 he became En¬ 
voy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary at Washington. 
This post be vacated in 185G, on 
account of an arbitrary demand 
made by the United States Govern¬ 
ment, which accused him of having 
violated the sovereign rights of the 
States, by attempting to enlist re- 
oruits for the British army. In 
1857 ho was sent in the same capa¬ 
city to Hanover, whence he was 
transferred to St. Petersburg, 
March 31, 1858, and to Madrid, 
Dec. 11, I860, in which year he 
married Miss Victoria Balfe, but 
the marriage was annulled three 
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years Intel'. Sir John resigned the 
post of British Minister at Madrid 
in November, 1809. 

CRANBROOK (Viscount), Tlie 
Right Hon. Gathorne Gathorne- 
Hardy, G.C.S.I., is the third son of 
the late Mr. John Hardy, of Dun- 
stall Hall, Staffordshire, who for 
many years represented the town 
of Bradford in Parliament, and of 
Isabel, daughter of Mr, ltiehard 
Gathorne, of Kirkby LonBdalo. He 
was horn at Bradford, Oct-1,1811, 
and educated at Shrewsbury School 
and at Oriel College, Oxford, where 
he gained a second-class in clas¬ 
sics, and took the degree of B.A. in 
1830. He was called to the bar at 
the Inner Tomple in 1810, and 
practised as a barrister for several 
years. Mr. Hardy unsuccessfully 
contested Bradford in the Conser¬ 
vative interest in 1817, but was 
returned to the House of Commons 
in 1850 as member for Leominster, 
which borough he continued to re¬ 
present till the celebrated Oxford 
election in July, 1805, when, after 
a most exciting contest, he defeated 
Mr. Gladstone by a majority of 180, 
tliis being the principal Conserva¬ 
tive success at the general election 
of that year. In 1858 Mr. Hardy 
was appointed Under-Secretary of 
State for the Home Department in 
Lord Derby's second administra¬ 
tion ; on the formation of Lord 
Derby's third administration in 
July, 18G6, he became President of 
the Poor-Law Board j and on the 
resignation of Mr. Walpole, in 
May, 1867, he was nominated Secre¬ 
tary of State for the Home Depart¬ 
ment, which office he held till the 
resignation of the Conservative 
ministry in Dec. 1868, On the for¬ 
mation of Mr. Disraeli's adminis¬ 
tration in Peb. 1874, Mr. Hardy 
was nominated Secretary of State 
for War. In May, 1878, he was 
raised to the House of Peers by 
the title of Viscount Cranbrook, of 
Hemsted, in the county of Kent. 
In 1873 he succeeded the Marquis 
of Salisbury as Secretary of State 
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for India, and held that office until 
the Conservatives retired from office 
in May, 1880. In Lord Salisbury's 
cabinet of 1885, and again in 1880, 
Lord Cranbrook held the office of 
Lord President of the* Council. 
In 1878 lie assumed, by royal 
license, the additional surname of 
Gathorne. Ho married, in 1838, 
Jane, daughter of Mr. James Orr, 
of Holy wood House, co. Down. 
His eldest son, flic Hon. J. S. 
Gutliomc-Hardy, siis for the Med¬ 
way division of Kent, and his third 
son, the Hon. A. E. Gatliorne- 
Hardy, for the East Grinstead 
division of Sussex. 

CRANE, Walter, painter, was 
born at Liverpool, Aug. 15, 1845, 
and educated privately. He was 
appointed a member of the com¬ 
mittee of the General Exhibition, 
known as the Dudley Gallery, 
of Water Colour Drawings in 1879, 
and resigned that position in 1881. 
He was Examiner at the National 
Competition of Drawings, South 
Kensington, 1879, and has so acted 
since. He was elected a member 
of the Institute of Painters in 
Water Colours in 1882, also of the 
Institute of Painters in Oil, but 
resigned membership of both in 
1880. He first exhibited at the 
Royal Academy (a small picture, 
"The Lady of Shalott") in 1862; 
and he has exhibited at the 
Grosvenor Gallery every year from 
its foundation in 1877, on which 
he ceased to appeal to the Academy. 
His principal pictures are:—" The 
Renaissance of Venus M (1877); 
"The Kate of Persephone ' 1 (1878); 
"The Sirens" (1879) j "Trustand 
the Traveller " (1880); " Europa,"

Illustrated Magazine also he contri¬ 
buted two shorter poems., viz,," A 
Herald oE Spring/’ and “Thoughts 
in a Hammock/’ both with arabes- 
cjug border designs. He has desi gned 
wall papers and other decorative 
works, among which may he named 
a ceiling and fireplace in relief 
(gesso), at Combe Bank, the house 
of William. Spottiswoode, Esq., 
P.B.S.; also the designs for the , 
mosaics in the Arab Hall of Sir 
Frederick Leighton, P.Tf.A. A j 
frieze painted for the house of 
Miss C. Wolf at Newport, R.I. 
TJ.S.A., illustrating Longfellow’s 
“Skeleton in Armour/’ begun in 
Borne, 1882, anrl finished in London, 
1882. 

CRAWFORD, Francis Marion, 
novelist, son of Thomas Crawford, 
the American sculptor, was born in 
Italy in 1815. He has published 
"Mr. Isaacs” (1882); “Hr. Clau¬ 
dius,” 1SS3; " To Leeward,” 1883 ; 
"A Soman Singer,” 1881; “An 
American Politician/* 1881; "Zo¬ 
roaster,” 1SS5 ; and "A Tale of a 
Lonely Parish,” 1888. A new 
story entitled “ Sarraciuesca” ap¬ 
peared in Blackwood in 1886. 

CRAWFORD, Sir Thomas, K.C.B., 
M.D., and LL,D. Edin.; Hon. 
F.R.C.S.I., and F.K.Q.C.P.G., Di¬ 
rector-General of the Army Medical 
Department, entered the Service as 
assistant-surgeon in Feb* 1848, 


He was promoted to bo full sur¬ 
geon in Feb. 1855, surgeon-major 
in Feb. 1868, and was raised to the 
rank of deputy-inspector-general 
for special service in Feb. 1870. 
He became surgeon-tenoral in Dec. 
187G. While an assistant-surgeon 
with the 51st Light Infantry re¬ 
giment, Hr. Crawford served in 
Burrnah throughout the Burmese 
war of 1852-3, including tho storm¬ 
ing and capture of Rangoon. For 
this service he received the Bur- 
mah medal with the clasp for Pegu. 
Dr. Crawford was subsequently 
gazatted to the 18th Royal Irish 
regiment, and served in the Crimea 
during the Eastern campaign from 
Feb. 1855, to the fall of Sebastopol. 
He received the Crimean modal 
and clasp of Sebastopol, together 
with the Turkish medal, for this 
service. Ho was subsequently se¬ 
lected for tho position of head of 
the medical branch in the director- 
general's office in London, and held 
this appointment for several years 
during Sir Galbraith Logan’s rule 
i of the department. At tho con¬ 
clusion of this service Hr. Crawford 
proceeded to India,where he served 
as deputy-surgoon-general of tho 
Sirhind circle in Bengal. Having 
completed this tour of foreign ser¬ 
vice, Dr. Crawford returned to 
England and held tho appointment 
of head of tho Army Medical De¬ 
partment in Ireland, but not long 
afterwards loft again for India, this 
! time with the position of chief of th e 
Army Medical Department in that 
empire. In April 1882 ho was ap¬ 
pointed to succeed Siz* WiJliam 
Muir as Director of the Army 
Medical Department. 

CREIGHTON, Charles, M.D., was 
educated at the University of 
Aberdeen. He afterwards studied 
at Vienna and Berlin, and was for 
sometimo demonstrator of Anatomy 
at Cambridge. He is tho author 
of " Contributions to the Physio- 
1 logy and Pathology of tho Breast 
| and the Lymphatic Glands/’ 1878; 

' Bovine Tuberculosis iu Man,” 
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1881; '* On the Autonomous Life I 
of the Specific Infections/’ 1883, 
ami the articles on “ Medicine" and 
€t Pathology ” for tho En^yclojpmdia 
Britannica, 9th ed. lie has trans¬ 
lated Hirschs’ '■ Geographical and 
Historical Pathology/ 1 1883-85, 
and contributed various papers 
to tho Journal 0 / Anatomy and 
Physiology . 

CREIGHTON, The Rev. Mandell, 
M.A. Oxford and Cambridge; lion, 
LL.D. Glasgow, and hon. D.C.L. 
Durham, was bom at Carlisle in 
1813, educated at Durham Gram¬ 
mar School, and elected post¬ 
master at Merton College, Ox¬ 
ford, in 1802. At Oxford he was 
placed in the first class in Classi¬ 
cal Moderations, and in the first 
class in [Litcrcc Eumaniores , and 
in the second class in Law and 
Modern History in I860. In the 
same year he was elected Follow of 
Morton College, and remained at 
Oxford as tutor of Merton. He was 
ordained deacon in 1870, and priest 
in 1873, and in 1875 accepted the 
living of Embleton in Northumber¬ 
land. He was appointed by Bishop 
Liglitfoot rural dean of Alnwick in 
187 ( J, and on tho formation of the 
diocese of Newcastle in 1882 was 
made honorary canon of Newcastle 
and examining chaplain to the 
Bishop. In 1S83 the University 
of Glasgow conferred on him the 
honorary degree of LL.D. In 1 SSI 
he was elected to the newly founded 
professorship of Ecclesiastical His¬ 
tory in the University of Cam¬ 
bridge. In 1885 ho received the 
honorary degree of D.C.L. from tho 
University of Durham, and was 
appointed by the Crown canon 
residentiary of Worcester Cathe¬ 
dral. He has frequently acted as 
public examiner and select preacher 
in the University of Oxford. He 
is the author of several historical 
works: “ Primer of Roman His¬ 
tory/’ 1875; “The Age of Eliza¬ 
beth/’ 1873; “The Life of Simon 
de Montfort/’ 1877; "Primer of 
English History,” 1877. Hisprin- 
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cipal work is a “ History of the 
Papacy during the period of the 
Reformation,” of which the first 
two volumes wore |>ub3ishcd in 
1882. He is editor oi the English 
Historical Rtvicvr, the first number 
of which appeared in January 18SG. 
Canon Creighton represented Em¬ 
manuel College at the centenary 
celebration of Harvard College. 
Massachusetts, in November, lbSG. 

CREMER, William Randoll, M.P., 
was born in 1829, of poor parents, 
at Fareham, in Hampshire, and 
lost his father at an early ago. As 
soon a3 ho was old enough he was 
apprenticed to the . carpenter’s 
trade, and in Brighton, as well as 
in London, where he afterwards 
worked as a joiner, he found time 
to associate himself in all tho 
Radical movements of the day, and 
in 1859 took part in the Unionist 
agitation which resulted in the 
celebrated lock-out of the building 
trade. In 1800he united the various 
small local Unions in the Amalga¬ 
mated Society of Carpenters end 
Joiners. In the same year he took 
an active part in the demonstration 
arranged for the reception of Gari¬ 
baldi on his visit to England, and 
to him also were mainly duo the 
arrangements for the great demon¬ 
strations of the Reform* League in 
Hyde Park and the Agricultural 
Hall. Since then he has been 
associated in all the movements on 
behalf of the working classes, such 
as the Education League (before 
the passing of Mr. Forster’s Act), 
the agricultural labourers’ agita¬ 
tion, and the Workmen’s Peace 
Association (at the time of the 
Franco-German War). Mr. Cre- 
mer’s views on home politics coin¬ 
cide, for the most part, with those 
of the majority of Advanced Radi¬ 
cals. He accepts the new Fran¬ 
chise Act and the Seats Bill as 
instalments towards a complete 
system of residential and regis¬ 
tered manhood suffrage, with tri¬ 
ennial Parliaments, a third of the 
members retiring every year, sq 
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that the Hou<=e of Commons may 
always keep touch with the consti¬ 
tuencies. At the General Election 
of 18Ho he was returned as a work¬ 
ing-class member for the Hagger- 
ston division of Shoreditch, and 
was again elected as a Gladstonian 
Liberal in 1880. 

CRISPI, Francesco, an Italian 
statesman,born at Ribera, in Sicily, 
Oet. 1,1810, studied law at Palermo, 
and became n member of the bar of 
Naples, where lie took part in the 
conspiracies which led to the over¬ 
throw of the Kingdom of the Two 
Sicilies in IS IS. He was one of the 
chief promoters of the insurrection 
of Palermo, became a deputy and 
general secretary of war, and for 
two years was the heart and soul of 
the resistance offered by the Sicilian 
people. Af ter the victory gained by 
the Swiss regiments, Signor Crispi 
fled to France, In 1850 and 1800 
he organised the new Sicilian revo¬ 
lution ; he landed at Palermo with 
Garibaldi and his volunteers, and 
after fighting as a simple soldier, 
became a minister,in which capacity 
he paved the way for the annexa¬ 
tion of the Two Sicilies to the King¬ 
dom of Italy. In 1801 he was re¬ 
turned by the city of Palermo to the 
first Italian Parliament, in which 
he took a prominent and influen¬ 
tial position, becoming in a short 
time the acknowledged leader of 
the constitutional opposition. It 
was the understanding between 
Signor Crispi and the old Pied¬ 
montese " third party/’ which led 
to the formation of the New Ratazzi 
ministry. He was chosen as a De¬ 
puty at the elections of Nov., 1876, 
by several electoral colleges, and 
“ opted ’* for that of Bari. On the 
22 nd of that month he was elected 
President of the Chamber of Depu¬ 
ties by 232 votes against 115. 

0R0FT0N, The Right Hon. Sir 
Walter Frederic, C.B., a son of the 
late Captain Walter Crofton, of the 
51th Foot (who was killed at Water- 
loo), born at Courtrai in 1815, 
educated at Woolwich Academy, 


entered the Royul Artillery in 1833, 
became Captain in 1815, and after¬ 
wards retired. He held from 1.851 
to 1862 the chairmanship of the Di¬ 
rectors of Convict Prisons in Ire¬ 
land, and in reward of the great 
success of his management, ho re¬ 
ceived the honour of knighthood in 
1862. Ho was n Commissioner of 
Prisons in England from 1806 to 
186S ; was sworn a member of the 
Irish Privy Council in I860; and 
was Chairman of the Prisons Board 
in Ireland from 1877 to 1878. Sir 
Walter is a magistrate for Wilt¬ 
shire. 

CR0FT3, Ernest, A.R.A., was 
born at Leeds, Sept. 15,1817, being 
the son of Mr. John Crofts, J.P., of 
Adel, near that town. He was edu¬ 
cated at Rugby School, and after 
remaining there several years went 
to Berlin, where ho had more loisuro 
to develop his artistic tastes. He 
then removed to London, and 
studied here for some years as a 
pupil under the late Mr. A. B, Clay. 
Afterwards he went to Ddsseldorf, 
where he became a pupil of Herr 
Emil Hhnten, the well-known mili¬ 
tary painter to the Emperor of Ger¬ 
many. Mr. Crofts, who now resides 
at Dflsseldorf, was elected an Asso¬ 
ciate of the Royal Academy, June 
19,1878. Among his pictures from 
time to time exhibited, chiefly at 
the Royal Academy, are the follow¬ 
ing :—" The Retreat: an Episode in 
the German-FrenchWar/ ’187 4,now 
in the Public Gallery, KBnigsberg, 
Prussia; "One Touch of Nature 
makes the WholeWorld Kin,”which 
obtained the Crystal Palace Silver 
Medal, 1874; "Ligny,” 1S76, exhi¬ 
bited at the Academy, and after¬ 
wards at tho International Exhibi¬ 
tion, Philadelphia, 1876; " On the 
Morning of tho Battle of Waterloo " 
—Napoleon seated outside a cottage 
consulting a map—1876, in the pos- 
session of Captain Bolton; " Oliver 
Cromwell at Marston Moor,” 1877, 
in the possession of Mr. John 
Rhodes, Leeds ; tc Ironsides Return¬ 
ing from. Sacking a Cavalier 1 * 
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House/’ 1S77; "Wellington on liis 
March from Quatre Bras to Water¬ 
loo/’ 1878, in the possession of Mr. 
Mappin, Sheffield; " Westminster,” 
exhibited at the Paris International 
Exhibition, 187S; " On the Evening 
of the Battle of Waterloo/’ 1879 ; 
" Marlborough after the Battle of 
Kamillics,” 1880; "George II.at the 
Battle of Dettingen/’ 1881; "A 
Pause in the Attack: Hougoumont, 
Waterloo j" "At the Farm of Mont 
St. Jean, Waterloo/’ 1882 j "At the 
Sign of the Blue Boar, Holborn ; ” 
and "Charles I. on his Way to Exe¬ 
cution/’ 18S3. 

CROKE, The Most Rev, Thomas 
W., Archbishop of Cashel, was bom 
near the town of Mallow, co. Cork, 
May 19th, 1821, and was educated 
partly at home, but principally at 
the Ohorleville Endowed School, 
which he left at the age of four¬ 
teen. He then went to Paris and 
entered the Irish College, read 
there the usual course of philosophy 
and theology, and loft in the year 
1841. After spending a year in 
the College of Messin in Belgium, 
where he taught English, mathe¬ 
matics and rhetoric, he went in 
November, 1845, to the Irish Col¬ 
lege in Borne, where he remained 
nearly three years, attending lec¬ 
tures in the celebrated Roman 
University, and reading theology 
under the Jesuit Fathers Perrono 
and Passaglia. In 1846 he won 
the gold and silver medals, and in 
the following year took his degree 
as Doctor of Divinity, and was or¬ 
dained priest, afterwards return¬ 
ing to Ireland, In 1848 he taught 
rhetoric in Carlow College, and in 
1849 theology in the Irish College 
at Paris. For the next nine years 
he was engaged in missionary work 
in the diocese of Cloyne, co. Cork, 
and in 1858 was appointed Presi¬ 
dent of S. Colnmn’a College, Fer- 
moy, In 18G5 he was appointed 
pariah priest of Donoraile and 
Chancellor of the Diocese of Cloyne. 
Five years later he accepted the 
Bishopric of Auckland, New Zea¬ 


land, where he remained until 
1874. In 1875 he was promoted to 
the Archiepiscopal See of Cashel. 
Of late years Dr. Croke's name has 
been conspicuous by its connection 
with the Land League nnd Irish 
Nationalist movements. 

CROOKES, William, F.E.S., was 
born in London in 1832. In 1818 
he entered the Royal College of 
Chemistry as a pupil of the dis¬ 
tinguished chemist Dr. Hofmann, 
now of the University of Berlin, 
and at the age of seventeen he 
gained the Ashburton Scholarship. 
After two years’ Btudy he became, 
first junior, then Benior assistant to 
Dr, Hofmann, until 1854, when ho 
was appointed to superintend the 
meteorological department of the 
Eadoliffe Observatory at Oxford. 
In 1855 he became Teacher of 
Chemistry at the Scionce College, 
Chester. In 1859 he founded the 
Chemical News, and he is still its 
proprietor and editor; and in 1864 
he became editor of the Quarterly 
Journal of Science. Mr. Crod&es’s 
earliest original researches were 
begun whilst at the Boyal Coll ego 
of Chemistry, and his first paper, 
"On the Seleno-Cyanidea,” waa 
published in the Quarterly Journal 
of the Chemical Society in 1861. 
Since that date he has been almost 
exclusively engaged in original re¬ 
search on questions connected with 
chemistry and physics. In 1861 
Mr, Crookes discovered, by means 
of spectrum observations and 
chemical reactions, the metal 
Thallium, and he also determined 
its position among elementary 
bodies, and produced a series of 
analytical notes on the new metal. 
In June, 1872, he laid before 
the Royal Society laborious re¬ 
searches on the atomic weight of 
thallium,—researches that extend¬ 
ed over a period of eight years. 
In I860 Mr. Crookes was elected a 
Fellow of the Royal Society; in 
1865 he discovered the sodium 
amalgamation process for separat¬ 
ing gold and silver from their ores. 

T 
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In I860 he was appointed by the 
Government to report upon the 
application of disinfectants in ar¬ 
resting the spread of the cattle 
plague, which in that year excited 
much alarm in England. In 1871 
he was a member of the English 
expedition to Oran to report upon 
the total phase of the solar eclipse 
which occurred in December of 
that year. In 18/2 he began 
his experiments on “ Repulsion re¬ 
sulting from Radiation.” His 
first paper on this subject was 
l’ead before the Royal Society 
Dec. 11, 1873, and between that 
time and I860 Mr. Crookes sent 
to the Society eight other com- 
nmnications on collateral sub¬ 
jects, which are all published in 
the " Philosophical Transactions.” 
One important result of these in¬ 
vestigations is the Radiometer. In 
1873 Mr, Crookes received from the 
Royal Society the award of a Royal 
Medal for chemical and physical 
researches. In 1876 he was elected 
a Vitife-Presiclent of the Chemical 
Society, and the next year a mem¬ 
ber of the Council of the Royal 
Society. In 1877 he described the 
Otheoscope,—a greatly modified 
Radiometer, susceptible of an al¬ 
most endless variety of forms. In 
1878 he gave before the Royal 
Society a “ Bakerian Lecture,” con¬ 
taining another long series of ex¬ 
periments and observations on " Re¬ 
pulsion resulting from Radiation.” 
In 1879 the Royal Society published 
in its "Philosophical Transactions” 
records of Mr. Crookes's experi¬ 
ments on "Molemxlar Physics in 
High Vacua.” In the same 
year appeared a further paper 
on "Repulsion resulting from Ra¬ 
diation ; ” and he was again ap¬ 
pointed Bakerian Lecturer to the 
Royal Society, his subject the "Il¬ 
lumination of Lines of Molecular 
Pressure, and the Trajectory of 
Molecules” In 1880 the French 
Academic des Sciences bestowed on 
Mr. Crookes an extraordinary 
prize of 3000 franCB and a Gold 


Medal, in recognition of his dis¬ 
coveries in Molecular Physics and 
Radiant Matter. In 1881 Mr. 
Crookes acted as a Juror at the In- 
] ternational Exhibition of Elec¬ 
tricity in Paris. In this official 
position he was not entitled to a 
medal, but in the official report, his 
fellow jurors, after discussing the 
merits of four systems of incandes¬ 
cent lamps, declared—"None of 
them would have succeeded had it 
not been for these extreme vacua 
which Mr. Crookes has taught us to 
manage.” It is stated that Mr. 
Crookes was the first to apply 
photography to the investigation of 
the solar spectrum j but his earlier 
reseai'ches wore so numerous that 
it is impossible to refer to them all. 
Mr. Crookes is the author of " Se¬ 
lect Methods in Chemical An alysis,” 
—a second edition, revised and ex¬ 
tended, has just appeared (18S6), of 
the‘*Manufacture of Beet-rootSugar 
in England j ” of a " Handbook of 
Dyeing and Calico-Printing; ” and 
of a Manual of " Dyeing and 
Tissue-Printing” (1882),—one of 
the "Technological Handbooks” 
prepared for the examinations of 
the City and Guilds of London In¬ 
stitute. He is also joint author of 
the English adaptation of Kerl’s 
" Treatise on Metallurgy.” He 
has edited the last three editions of 
Mitchell's "Manual of Practical 
Assaying,” and has translated into 
English and edited Reimann's 
"Aniline and its Derivatives,” 
Wagner's "Chemical Technology,” 
Auerbach's " Anthracen and its 
Derivatives,” and Ville's " Artifi¬ 
cial Manures,” a second edition of 
which appeared in 1882. Mr* 
Crookes is au authority on sanitary 
questions, especially the disposal of 
town-sewage, and his views have 
been laid before the public in two 
pamphlets, " A Solution of the 
Sewage Question ” and " The Pro¬ 
fitable Disposal of Sewage.” In 
conjunction with Drs. Odling and 
Tidy, Mr. Crookes has for some 
years been investigating the aani- 
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tary condition of the water-supply 
of Loudon, He is at present en¬ 
gaged in researches on the rarer 
earths, v Inch seem lihely to thiow 
a side-light on the origin of the 
elements. 

CROSS, John Xynastou, eldest 
son of the late Mr. John Cross, 
of Gartside House, Bolton, by 
Hannah, only daughter of the late 
Mr. Richard Kynaston, of Bolton, 
was horn in 1832. He is a cotton- 
spinner at Bolton, and sat in the 
House of Commons for that 
borough, in the Radical interest, 
from the general election of Feb. 
1ST!, till the dissolution of 18S3, 
when lie failed to secure re-election. 
In 18S6 he did not offer himself as 
a candidate. In Jan. 18S3, he 
succeeded Lord Enfield as Under¬ 
secretary of State for India, and 
during lxis two-and-a-lialf years 
of office gained a very high reputa¬ 
tion as an administrator. 

CROSS (Viscount), The Right Hon. 
Richard Assheton Cross, G.C.B., 
was born at Red Scar, near l J reston, 
May 30,1823, being the third son 
of the late William Cross, Esq., by 
Ellen, daughter of the lata Edward 
Chaffers, Esq. He was educated at 
Rugby School and at Trinity Col¬ 
lege, Cambridge, where he took the 
degree of B.A. in 181G. In 1819 he 
was called to the bar at the Inner 
Temple, and for several years he 
went the Northern Circuit. In 
1852 he married Georgiana, 
daughter of the late Thomas 
Lyon, Esq., of Appleton Hall, 
Warrington. He was elected M.P. 
for Preston in the Conservative 
interest in March, 1857, and con¬ 
tinued to represent that borough 
till March, 1862, At the general 
election of Deo. 1868, he came 
forward as a Conservative candi¬ 
date for South-West Lancashire, 
in opposition to Mr. Gladstone, 
who had appealed to that con¬ 
stituency, and who had in several 
powerful speeches, addressed to 
large multitudes of the electors, 
endeavoured to gain their support 


to the cause on which he kid stak-d 
the issue, viz., the Disestablish¬ 
ment of the Irish Church. Tim 
election, which was attended with 
much excitement, and irai watched 
with extraordinary interest 
throughout the kingdom, termi¬ 
nated as follows*—For Mr. Cross 
(C.) 7,7; for Mr. Turner (C.fr 
7,676; for Mr. Gladstone (L.) 
7,113; for Mr. Grenfell (L.) 

At the general election of 1871, 
Mr. Cross was returned without 
opposition. On the formation of 
Mr. Disraeli's administration, Mr. 
Cross was appointed Homo Secre¬ 
tary, Feb. 21, 1871, on which day 
ho w as sworn of the Privy Council. 
He was elected a bencher of tho 
Inner Temple in 1876, received tho 
lion, degree of D.C.L, from the 
University of Oxford in 1877, and 
that of LL.D. from the University 
of Cambridge, Oct. 2i, 1878. He 
resigned the seals of the Homo 
Department when the Conserva¬ 
tives went out of office in April, 
1880. At that period he was 
created a G.C.B. He was appointed 
Home Secretary in Lord Salisbury’s 
abort administration of 1885, and 
at the general election of the same 
year was returned for the Newton 
Division of South-West Lancashire, 
After the general election of 1886 
he was made a Viscount, and 
became Secretary of State for India 
in Lord Salisbury’s administra¬ 
tion. Lord Cross is a member of 
the Council on Education, and an 
Ecclesiastical Commissioner for 
England; a magistrate for Che¬ 
shire and Lancashire, a Deputy- 
Lieutenant for the latter county, 
and Chairman of the Lancashire 
Quarter Sessions. He is the

CUBITT, The Right Hon, George, 
is the eldest son of the late Mr.

He was elected M.P. for 
West Surrey in I860, and con¬ 
tinued to represent it until 1885, 
when he was elected for the Micl 
or Epsom division. He filled the 
unpaid post of Second Church 
Eatates Commissioner from 1871 
to 1879, and ho a served on other 
Royal Commissions. In 1880 he 
was sworn a member of the Privy 
Council. Mr. Cubitt, who has 
taken special interest in church 
and educational questions, is a 
member of the" House of Laymen,” 
a Vice-President of the Church 
Schools Company, and was one of 
the founders of the large middle- 
class school at Cranleigh, Surrey. 
He is one of the Peabody trustees 
and a Governor of Guy’s Hospital, 
&e. He passed the Act 41 & 42 
Viet., c. 42, enabling all clerioal 
impropriators to redeem titho-rent- 
charge, and a speech delivered by 
him in 1872 on u Nonconformist 
Endowments 53 is among the publi¬ 
cations of the Church Defence 
Institution. 

CUDLIP, Mrs. Annie Hall, was

CTHLUM, George Washington, 
bom in New York, Feb. 25, 1812, 
graduated from the Military Aca¬ 
demy at West Point in 1833, and 
was engaged for the next twenty- 
eight years in engineering labours 
and in instructing at West Point 
on practical military engineering. 
During the civil war he was Chief 
of Staff to the General-in-Chief 
from Nov. 1861, to Sept, 1864, and 
Superintendent of Hie Military 
Academy, West Point, from Sept. 
18G4, to Aug. 1SC6. From that 
time he was a member of the Board 
of Engineers for Fortifications, 
until he was placed on the retired 
list in 1874. At the time of his 
retirement he was Colonel and bre¬ 
vet Major-General in the regular 
army. Besides numerous military

OUNLIFFE-OWEN, Sir Philip, 
K.C.M.G., C.B., C.I.E., was born 
on the 8th June, 1828, and is the 
third son of the lateCaptain Charles 
Cunliife-Owen, of the Royal Navy, 
who married in 1819, the daughter 
of Sir Henry Blosset, late Chief 
Justice of Bengal. Sir Philii> 
entered the Royal Navy at the age 
of twelve. He served in the Medi¬ 
terranean and West Indies; but 
retired, aftor five years* service on 
account of ill-health. In the year 
1854 he married the daughter of 
the late Baron Fritz von Reitzen- 
stein, commanding the Royal Prus¬ 
sian Horse Guards. In the same 
year he was appointed to the 
Science and Art Department at 
Marlborough House. In 1855 he 
waa appointed one of the Superin¬ 
tendents of the Fails Exhibition, 
held during that year. In 1857 he 
was appointed Deputy-General 
Superintendent of the South Ken¬ 
sington Museum, under the innne- 
ate orders of Sir Henry Cole ; and 
in 18G0, became Assistant Director. 
During the Exhibition held in 
London in 1862, Sir Philip under¬ 
took the duties of the Director of 
the Foreign Sections, a post which 
his knowledge of foreign languages 
rendered him especially suited for; 
and from that period he has taken 
a prominent part in the important 
developments of Science and Art 
work at South Kensington, At the 
Paris Exhibition of 1867, Sir Philip 
was appointed Assistant Executive 


Commissioner. At the Vienna Ex¬ 
hibition, in 1873, lie was appointed 
Secretary of the Royal British 
Commission, under the immediate 
commands of H.R.EF. the Prince of 
Wales; and on its close was made 
C.B. At the retirement of Sir 
Henry Cole as Director of the South 
Kensington Museum,Sir PhilipCun- 
liife-Owen was appointed Director 
of that Institution and of the 
Bethnal Green Branch Museum, 
which position he now holds. In 
1875 he went to the United States 
as Executive Commissioner to the 
Centennial Exhibition held at Phi¬ 
ladelphia, and organised the British 
Section there ; and in 1877 he was 
appointed to the Royal British 
Commission for the Paris Exhibi¬ 
tion. Sir Philip has taken an 
active part in founding the Royal 
College of Music, and in the year 
1882 was one of the preliminary 
Committee charged with the organ¬ 
isation of the International Fishe¬ 
ries Exhibition, 1883, on the Exe¬ 
cutive Committee of which ho 
afterwards worked, filling a similar 
post in connection with the subse¬ 
quent International Exhibitions of 
Health and Education, and Inven¬ 
tions and Music, held in 1881 and 
1SS5. At the Colonial and Indian 
Exhibition he was appointed Secre¬ 
tary to the Royal Commission, and 
was also charged with the whole of 
the arrangements of the Indian 
Section. 

CUNNINGHAM, Major-General 
Alexander, C.S.I., of the Bengal 
Engineers, Becond son of Allan 
Cunningham, and brother to the 
late Captain J. D. Cunningham, 
author of the “ History of the Sikhs,” 
was born in John Street, Westmin¬ 
ster, Jan. 23,1814, and educated at 
Christ's Hospital, and at the Mili¬ 
tary College, Addiscoinbe. He was 
appointed 2nd Lieutenant of En¬ 
gineers in 1831; Aide-de-camp to 
the Governor-General of India in 
1834; sent specially to Cashmere 
in 1889; Engineer to the King of 
Oudh in 1840; head of a mission 
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to Thibet, & ;e., in 1846 ; chief En¬ 
gineer of the North Western Pro¬ 
vinces in 1858 ; Arehceologicai Sur¬ 
veyor-General of India in 1870; 
Companion of the Star of India, 
1871. General Cunningham is the 
author of many articles on anti¬ 
quarian subjects in the Journal of 
the Bengal Asiatic Society, and 
other periodicals ; “The Bhilsa 
Topes, or Buddhist Monuments of 
Central India,” 1831*; " An Essay 
on the Arian Order of Architec¬ 
ture/' 1816; "Ladak, Physical, 
Statistical, and Historical,” 1854; 
and voluminous official reports on 
the Antiquities of Northern Hindo- 
stau, which are now being re¬ 
printed by order of the Government 
of India. 

CUNNINGHAM, The Bev, John, 
DD., LL.D., was born at Paisley 
in 1819. He was educated first 
at a private school, and after¬ 
wards at the grammar school 
there. In 1830 he went to the 
University of Glasgow, and studied 
there during four sessions, carry¬ 
ing high honours in most of his 
classes. Attracted by the great 
reputation of Sir William Hamil¬ 
ton as a teacher of metaphysics, 
and of Professor Wilson (Christo¬ 
pher North) as a teacher of moral 
philosophy, he repaired to Edin¬ 
burgh in 1810, and gained the first 
honours in both classes, together 
with Professor Wilson’s prize for 
the best English Poem. In the 
session 1S41-J2, he continued his 
studies at Edinburgh under Dr. 
Chalmers and Dr. Walsh, having 
now entered the Divinity Hall. 
As the current was then flowing 
very strongly towards secession 
from the Established Church, more 
especially in Edinburgh, and as 
Mr. Cunningham had no sympathy 
with the movement, he returned 
to Glasgow and completed his 
studies there. At this time he 
held a Classical Mastership in the 
Glasgow Collegiate School. In 
March, 1845, he was licensed as a 
Preacher of the Gospel, and in 


August of the same year he was 
' ordained Minister of the parish of 
Crieff,where has remained and min¬ 
istered ever since. In 1839, he pub¬ 
lished his first important work: 

44 The Church History of Scotland,” 
which is now the recognised stand¬ 
ard book on the subject. In 1868, 

" The Quakers,” appeared, and in 
1874 r * A new Theory of Knowing 
and Known.” In 1885-6 he was 
the Croale Lecturer, and liis Lec¬ 
tures are now published under the 
title of " The Growth of the Church 
in its Organisation and Institu¬ 
tions.” Besides these works Mr. 
Cunningham wrote articles for the 
Edinburgh Review, on Napier’s Life 
of Clnvcrhouse, Mill’s Examination 
of Hamilton’s Philosophy, Guizot’s 
Life of Calvin, and Kampsclmlte’s 
Johann Calvin; for the Westminster 
Review , on Hamilton’s Doctrines of 
Perception and Judgment; for the 
North British Review, on Chambers's 
Domestic Annals of Scotland j and 
many other articles for Macmillan*s 
Magazine , and other magazines 
and reviews. He is the author of 
two of the serinonB in the well- 
known volume of "Scotch Ser¬ 
mons,” which made a great noise 
on account of their broad theology; 
and of three lectures in the St. 
Giles’s series. In 1860 the Univer¬ 
sity of Edinburgh conferred upon 
him the degree of Doctor of Di¬ 
vinity, and in 1886 the University 
of Glasgow conferred on him the 
degree of Doctor of Laws. In the 
same year he was chosen Moderator 
of the General Assembly, the high¬ 
est honour the Church of Scotland 
has to bestow. In June, 1886, he 
was appointed by the Crown to bo 
Principal and Primarius Professor 
of Divinity in St. Mary’s College, 
St. Andrew’s, in succession to the 
late Principal Tulloch. 

CUBCI, Carlo Maria, an Italian 
eeolesiatio, born about 1800, en¬ 
tered the Society of Jesus, of which 
he soon became a distinguished 
ornament. Both as a pulpit orator 
and as a writer on theological sub-

jeetshe acquired a high reputation 
throughout Italy. His name drew 
crowds to hear him when he 
preached, and he delivered dis¬ 
courses in nearly every city of the 
peninsula. Three times ho was the 
Lent preacher before the Chapter 
of San Pietro in Yaticano, where 
His Holiness, Pope Pius IX„ was 
wont occasionally to he present, 
privately at his sermon. Father 
Curci also founded, and mainly set 
forward, the CivVin Cattolica . So 
highly did the late Pope esteem 
this periodical, that he provided 
for its permanent continuance, in 
Pome and elsewhere, under the 
management of the J esuits. Father 
Curci was a contributor to the 
Civilt'i Cattolica during a period 
of sixteen years. In 1S71 he was in 
high repute as the famous preacher 
in the great church of the Gesi'i, 
iu Pome, where crowds flocked to 
listen to his fervent discourses. 
After that he retired to Florence,, 
and set himself, entirely of own 
accord, to preach nnd publish his 
lectures on * r The Four Gospels/* j 
At the same time lie likewise 
published a small volume of 
“The Four Gospels/* with few 
and short notes. Father Curci 
gave utterance to opinions which 
were quite contrary to those 
generally entertained by his col¬ 
leagues of the Society oi Jesus re¬ 
specting the temporal power of the 
Sovereign ^ Pontiff, and the result 
was that, in 1877, he was expelled 
from the Order. His peculiar 
views are given in a work published 
at Florence in Doc., 1877, under 
the title of “II moderno Dissidio 
tra la Chiesa e lo Stato, considerato 
per occasione di un fatto parti- 
colare/* (“ The Modern Dissension 
between Church and State, ex¬ 
amined on the occurrenco of a 
personal matter/*) In March, 1878, 
Father Curci wrote a letter from 
Florence to His Holiness, Pope Leo 
XIII,, describing the unhappy posi¬ 
tion in which he was placed by 
his recent conduct, and expressing 


a desire to offer a retractation of his 
errors. This was followed by a 
second letter, making the largest 
offers of submission, declaring 
himself ready to make public re¬ 
paration if necessary, and express¬ 
ing a desire, as imivate affairs 
called him to Pomo, to make his 
atonement in porson. He went 
to Pome, nnd had interviews with 
Cardinal Franchi, and Father Pecci, 
the Pope's brother. Tko result of 
the interview with Father Pecci 
was a letter of retractation which 
appeared iu all the journals; hut 
so many persons regarded this re¬ 
tractation as incomplete, and liable 
to misinterpretations, that the Holy 
Father was dissatisfied with it, and 
refused aprivate audience to Father 
Curci until he had written a fresh 
recantation, in which he declared 
liis sincere intention to submit bis 
opinions and his writings to the 
judgment of the Pope. Father 
Curci has for some years been en¬ 
gaged on a translation of the Old 
Testament, with notes. It has 
proceeded as far as the Psalms, 
which were published at Pome in 
1883, with an introductory letter 
by Mgr. Scapaticci, reviser to 
the Yatican, and with the formal 
approval of the ecclesiastical 
authorities. 

OTTSRIE, Sir Donald, K.C.M.G., 
M.P., is the sou of the late Mr. 
James Currie, a Greenock mer¬ 
chant, and was bom in 1825. For 
many years he was at the head of 
the firm of Donald CuiTie & Co., 
owners of the Castle Line of steam¬ 
ships between London and South 
Africa j this firm was recently 
transformed into a limited liability 
company, with Sir Donald Currie 
as managing director. Sir Donald 
takes an active interest in all ques¬ 
tions connected with South Africa, 
and he has rendered great services 
to the Government by supplying 
steamships for the conveyance of 
troops and stores in times of war. 
For his services in the settlement 
of the Diamond Fields dispute and 
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the Oruuge Free State Boundary 
lie was made a C.M.G. in 1877, and 
in l&bl a E. C.M.G. for further 
assistance towards the relief of 
Ekowe. He entered Parliament in 
1880 as Liberal Member for Perth¬ 
shire, and in 1885 and again in 
1886 was returned for the new 
division of West Perthshire. At 
the last General Election he stood 
as a Unionist Liberal. Sir Donald 
Currie has more than once placed 
his well-known steam yacht at the 
disposal of Mr. Gladstone when he 
was in need of a voyage to restore 
him to health. 

CURRIE, Sir Philip Henry Wode- 
liouse, K.C.B., son of the late 
Bailees Currie, Esq., was horn in 
1834. He entered the Foreign 
Office in 1854, and became senior 
clerk in 1874. In 1876 he accom¬ 
panied the Marquis of Salisbury as 
secretary on his Special Embassy to 
Constantinople, and iu 1878 was 
appointed (jointly with Mr. H. 
Corry, now Lord Rowton) secretary 
to the Special Embassy during the 
Congress at Berlin, and was made 
a C. B. He was in charge of the 
correspondence respecting the 
affairs of Cyprus from August, 
1878, to April, 1880, and in 1882 
< was appointed Under Secrotary of 
State for Foreign Affairs. He was 
Joint Protocolist to the Conference 
in London on Egyptian Finance, 
from June 28 to August 2, 1881, 
and was made a K.C.B. December 1, 
1885. 

CURTIS, George Ticknor, was bom 
at Watertown, Massachusetts, Nov. 
28,1812, He graduated at Harvard 
College in 1832, was admitted to 
the bar in 18SG, practised law in 
Boston till 1802, when ho removed 
to New York. During his residence 
in Boston he served for several 
terms in the Massachusetts Legis¬ 
lature. He also held the office of 
United States Commissioner, and 
in this capacity, in 1851, returned 
to his master a fugitive slave, 
named Thomas Sims, for which he 
was sharply censured by the aboli- 


tionibts. He has made valuable 
contributions to legal literature; 
among which are: *• Rights and 
Duties of American Seamen* * 
(1841); •• The Law of Copyright 3 * 
(1817) j “ The Law of Patents ” 
(1810, 4tli edition, lb/3) ; " Com¬ 
mentaries on the Jurisprudence, 
Practice, and Peculiar Jurisdiction 
of the Courts of the United States** 
(2 vols.j 1851-58) ; and “ Equity 
Precedents'* (1850). He has also 
written a "Life of Daniel Web¬ 
ster " (2 vols., 1855-58); M History 
of the Origin, Formation, and 
Adoption of the Constitution of the 
United States " (2 vols,, 1855-58) j 
"Last Years of Daniel Webster " 
(1878); a Memoir of his father, 
Judge Curtis (18/9) j f< Life of 
James Buchanan/* 2 vols. (1883) ; 
,r Implied Powers of the Constitu¬ 
tion** (1885); and McClellan's 
Last Service to the Republic ** 
(1886). 

CURTIS, George William, LL.D., 
was bom at Providence, Rhode 
Island, Feb. 21,1824. After leaving 
school, he was for a year a clerk in a. 
mercantile house in New York, and 
in 1842 was placed, together with an 
elder brother, at the Brook Farm 
Socialistic Institution in Koxbury, 
Massachusetts, where they re¬ 
mained about eighteen months, 
when they wore transferred to a 
farm in Concord, where they re¬ 
mained another eighteen months. 
In 1816 he went to Europe, residing 
mainly at Berlin and Rome, and 
subsequently visiting Egypt and 
Syria. Returning to America in 
1850, he published " Nile Notes of 
a Howadji/* being sketches of his 
observations in Egypt. This was 
followed in 1852 by w The Howadji 
in Syria.** In the meantime he 
had connected himself with the 
Kew York Tribune newspaper, and 
had become one of the editors of 
Putnam** Monthly . The failure of 
this magazine (in the ownership of 
which he was a special partner), in 
1857, involved Mr. Curtis in finan¬ 
cial difficulties from which he wua 
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fifteen years in clearing himself. 
He lectured on social and fflsthetic 
topics throughout the country,, and 
became a regular contributor to 
Harper's Magazine, to which, be¬ 
sides many occasional articles, he 
has furnished a monthly paper 
under the general title of the 
*■ Editor's Easy Chair/' since 183S. 
In 1837 Harper's Weekly, an illus¬ 
trated journal, was established, 
and Mi*. Curtis soon became its 
principal editor. When the Civil 
War broke out this journal took a 
decided political tone, and became 
an influential organ of the Repub¬ 
lican party. In tbe canvas of 18GS 
he was made a presidential elector 
on the Republican ticket, and 
warmly supported the election of 
President Grant, who in 1871 ap¬ 
pointed him a member of the 
Commission to frame rules for the 
regulation of the civil service. He, 
however, opposed the candidature 
of President Grant for a third term, 
both in 1876 and in 1880, and has 
been a prominent leader of that 
wing of the Republican party which 
secured the nomination of Mr. 
Hayes and of Mr. Garfield. During 
the recent agitation for a reform 
in the civil service Mr. Curtis has 
vigorously supported the move¬ 
ment. In 1881 he opposed the 
nomination of Mr. Blaine as the 
Republican candidate for the Pre¬ 
sidency, and was a supporter of the 
Democratic nominee, Mr. Cleve¬ 
land. Ho was in 1887 elected a 
delegate to the Convention for 
revising the Constitution of the 
State of Hew York* and in the 
same year was appointed one of the 
Regents of the University of that 
State—a body which has the 
general supervision of the higher 
grades of institutions for public 
instruction. He has published the 
following works, all made up of 
previous contributions to various 
periodicals: "Lotus Eating,” a 
series of newspaper letters from 
watering-places, 1852; « The Poti- 
phar Papers,” 1833; "Prue and 


I,” 1836; and "Trumps,” 1S62; 
besides a number of addresses and 
orations. 

CURTIUS, Ernst, a German 
Hellenist, born at Lttbeck, Sept. 2, 
181J, after a preliminary training 
in the college of his native town, 
pursued his studies at the univer¬ 
sities of Bonn, Gottingen, and 
Berlin, and in 1837 visited Athens 
in company with Professor Bran¬ 
dis in order to begin at head¬ 
quarters his researches into Greek 
antiquities. Subsequently he ac¬ 
companied Ottfried Miiller in his 
archroological expedition to the 
Peloponnesus; and on the decease 
of that eminent scholar in 1810, he 
returned to his native country ; 
was created Doctor by the Univer¬ 
sity of Halle j taught for sonic time 
in tho colleges of Berlin j became 
Professor Extraordinary there; and 
was appointed tutor to Prince 
Frederick William, son of tho 
present Emperor ot Germany. In 
1836 he succeeded Hermann as 
Professor at Gdttingen. Since 
1870 he has been director of the 
Antiquarian Department in the 
Royal Museum. He went to 
Athens to undertake excavations 
at Olympia in April, 1861. Profes¬ 
sor Curtius's works all relate to 
Greek antiquities j the best known 
is his " History of Greece,” which 
has been ably translated into Eng¬ 
lish by A. W. Ward, M.A., 5 vols., 
1868-74. Amongst his other works 
are " Peloponnesos,” " Haxos,” 
" Olympia/' and " Greek Sculp¬ 
ture by Springs and Streams.” 

OUST, The Very Rev. Arthur 
Percival Purey, D.D., Dean of 
York, is tho only surviving son of 
the late Hon. William Gust, by 
Sophia, daughter of the late Mr, 
Thomas Newnham, of South- 
borough, Kent, and grandson of the 
first Lord Brownlow, and lie wai 
bom in Feb. 1828, He was edu¬ 
cated at Brasenose College, Oxford, 
where ho took his bachelor's degree 
in Easter Term, 1850, and was 
afterwards Fellow of All Souls', 
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where he graduated M.A. in 1S51. 
He was ordained deacon by the 
Bishop of Oxford (Dr. Wilbertorce) 
in 1S31, and was admitted into 
priest’s ordeis by the Bishop of 
Rochester (Dr. Murray) in the fol¬ 
lowing year. He was successively 
curate of Northchurch, Hertford¬ 
shire, and rector of Cheddingtou, 
Buckinghamshire, from 1853 to 
1802, when lie was appointed vicar 
of St. Mary’s, Reading. He was 
subsequently appointed Rural Dean 
of Reading, and succeeded the Yen, 
Edward Biekeratetli in the Vicarage 
of Aylesbury, in 1875, but resigned 
that living in the following year, 
on being made Archdeacon of 
Buckingham, He was also ap¬ 
pointed an Honorary Canon of 
Christ Church, Oxford, in 1874. 
In Feb. 1S8U, he was nominated 
by tbe Crown, on the recommenda¬ 
tion of Lord Beaconsfield, to the 
Deanery of York, vacant by the 
death of the Hon. Augustus Dun- 
combe. He married in 1851 Lady 
Emma Bess Bligh, younger 
daughter of the late, and sister of 
the present, Earl of Darnley. 

CtfST, Robert Needham, son of 
the Hon. and Rev. Henry Cockayne 
Cusfc, and Lady Anna Maria Need¬ 
ham, daughter of the Earl of 
Kilmorey; was born in 1821 at 
Cockayne, Hatley, Bedfordshire, 
and educated at Eton. He entered 
Her Majesty’s Indian Civil Service 
and took honours in four oriental 
languages in the College of Eort Wil¬ 
liam, Calcutta. He held the highest 
judicial and revenue posts in 
Northern India, and served many 
years with Lord Lawrence in the 
Panjab, being present at tbe battles 
of Mndki, Ferozshahr and Sobraon, 
and at the taking of Lahore, 
1845-46; he took part in the 
Panjab War, 1848-49, and in the 
pacification of the country after 
the Mutinies in 1858. He was a 
Member of the Legislative Council 
of the Viceroy, 1864-G5, and is 
Barrister-at-Law, J.P. for Middle¬ 
sex, Honorary Secretary of the 


Royal Asiatic Society, and Fellow 
of the Royal Geographical Society. 
He has published "Modem Lan¬ 
guages of East Indies/* 1S7S; 

I " Modern Languages of Africa,” 
1882 j " Modern Languages of 

I Oceania” (iu the Prcs^h “Lin¬ 
guistic and Oriental E--ays” ; 
” Sketches of Anglo-Indian Life *’ ; 
"The Shrines of Lourdes, Zara¬ 
goza, and Lorettu ” j and is a con¬ 
stant contributor to oriental, 
litoiary, and religious publica¬ 
tions, and an earnest supporter of 
all Protestant Missionary Societies 
Mr. Gust is a Member of Com¬ 
mittees of tbe British and Foreign 
Bible Society, and the Church 
Missionary Society, a Member of 
the German and French Oriental 
Societies, and Honorary Member 
of the Geographical Society of 
Holland. 

CirVHIER - FLETJRY, Alfred- 
Anguste, author, born in 1802, 
studied at the College of Louis-lo- 
Grand, and obtained the prize of 
honour for rhetoric in 1819. For teu 
years he was secretary to Louis 
Bonaparte, King of Holland, whose 
exile he shared at Rome and 
Florence, and upon his return to 
Franco was appointed director of 
studies at the College of Sainte- 
Barbe, In 1827 Louis-Philippe 
intrusted to him the education 
of the young Due d’Aumale. In 
1834 he began to write for the 
Journal des Dtbats, maintaining 
the cause of tho monarchy of July; 
was created officer of the Legion of 
Honour, April29,1815 j and unsuc¬ 
cessfully presented himself for the 
suffrages of the electors of Gueret in 
1816. The Revolution of Feb. 1848, 
and subsequent events did not 
change his opinions, and he remain¬ 
ed one of the principal editors of the 
i)4bats until I860. Amimber of his 
articles have been collected under 
the following titles:—"Portraits 
Politiques et Revulytionnaires/’ 
published in 1851 j " Etudes Histo- 
riques et Litt^raires,” in 1854; 
"NouveUes Etudes/* in 1853;

" Etudes et Portraits,'* 2 vols., 
18G5-G8 ; and {t Posthumes et Reve- 
nants,” 1879. He was elected a 
member of the French Academy 
in 1866. 

CZACKI, His Eminence Vladimir, 
Cardinal-Priest of the Holy Homan 
Church, was bom in 1834. He 
is by birth a Pole, though of 
Hungarian origin, and is of a noble 
family. He is a nephew of the 
Princess Odescalchi, and heir to her 
great estates} in her palace at 
Home he has passed a great part of 
his life. His brother, who married 
u Princess Sapieha, is a wealthy 
landowner in the Ukraine, and he 
is connected with such great fami¬ 
lies as those of Branicki, Potocki, 
and Raclziwill. At a very early age 
lie was taken to Rome. From his 
earliest childhood his health was 
feeble, and an accident in bis youth 
left him slightly lame. Hot until 
the close of Pius IX.’s long reign 
did the young prelate begin to come 
into public notice at tho Roman 
Court. When Cardinal Antonelli 
divided the Secretary of State’s 
department into two great branches 
he gave the **ecclesiastical affairs” 
into the charge of Mgr. Czacki, 
who soon came to be known as one 
of the ablest diplomatists at the 
Vatican, and as a man of wide 
literary culture and attainments. 
Under Cardinal Simeoni's adminis¬ 
tration Mgr.Czacki rose into greater 
prominence, and he continued to 
grow in favour under Franchi and 
Nina, until it became customary 
for the Pope to send for him and 
consult and work with him daily as 
if he had really held the Secretary’s 
portfolio. He was intimately con¬ 
nected with the negotiations with 
Germany, and had a prominent 
part in settling the Catholic Uni¬ 
versity question with France, and 
in the correspondence with Russia 
concerning the Polish Catholics. 


In October, 1879, Mgr. Czacki was 
sent as Apostolic Nuncio to Paris, 
in succession to Mgr. Meglia, and 
was consecrated Archbishop of 
Salamis, in partibas infidelium. His 
task at Paris was a difficult one, 
with the Republican element grow¬ 
ing more and more anti-clerical 
daily, but he discharged it with 
equal zeal and dexterity, and his 
salons soon became frequented, not 
only by clericals but by moderate 
men of all parties. He was created 
a Cardinal-Priest by Pope Leo 
XIII. in a consistory held at the 
Vatican, Sept. 25, 1882, and was 
invested with the Cardinal’s hat 
by M. Grevy, President of the 
French Republic, at the Elysce, 
Paris, on Oct. 4. Cardinal Czacki 
was succeeded in his nunciature 
by Mgr. Rende, Archbishop of 
Benevento.

BALLINGER, The Rev, W, H,, 
LL.D., F.R.S., F.L.S., son of Joseph 
S. Ballinger, artist, etcher, and 
line engraver, was horn at Devon- 
povt in 1841, and oducated pri¬ 
vately. He entered the Wes¬ 
leyan ministry in 1861, and was 
appointed successively to Paver- 
sham, Cardiff, Bristol, and Liver- 
pool, remaining in the last place 
twelve years. Prom there he was 
appointed to the Governorship of 
Wesley College, Sheffield, where 
he now is. Pond of nature and 
science, from early school-days lie 
made himself master of the use of 
the best and most powerful micro¬ 
scopical lenses ; and, being deeply 
interested in the discussion then 
rife amongst biologists as to the 
origin of life, he, without leaning 
either to biogenesis or abiogenesis, 
gave himself to the working out, 
by microscopical research, of the 
life-histories of the minute forms of 
life the mode of whose origin was 
in dispute. The best lenses and 
appliances obtainable were em¬ 
ployed; but under the influence 
of this work the defects and 
deficiencies of lenses of enormous 
power were disclosed, and all the 
years since have been employed 
by opticians and mathematicians 
in bringing them nearer perfec¬ 
tion.^ The result has been that 
the life-histories of these minutest 
organisms have been worked out 
successfully by Dr. Dallinger; and 
it has been shown that, so far from 
their having origin in not-living 
matter, they actually arise in 
spores or gems, fertilized by a 
genetic process like all the higher 
and more complex forms above 
them. Dr. DalLmger's latost work 
(1885-0) has been, by tlio aid of 


still more perfect lenses, to demon¬ 
strate that the cell-nucleus in these 
minute organisms (and probably 
in all simple cells) undergoes 
profound changes prior to the 
several changes of the body. Dr. 
Dallinger’s earliest work was re¬ 
warded by an unsought grant of 
<£100 from the Royal Society for 
further research. He was elected 
a Pellow of the Royal Society in 
18S0; gave a series of discourses 
on his researches at the Royal 
Institution, London, and was ap¬ 
pointed Ride Lecturer to the Uni¬ 
versity of Cambridge. lie also 
discoursed on his researches before 
the University of Oxford. He was 
appointed President of the Royal 
Microscopical Society in 1883, and 
at the recpiest of the committee 
went to Montreal to give the 
results of his work to the British 
Association assembled there, 1884, 
receiving on that occasion the 
honorary degree of LL.D. from the 
Victoria University. The work 
done is recorded in the proceed¬ 
ings of the Royal and the Royal 
Microscopical Societies, and has 
been, in connection with other 
more general biological work, 
communicated to several of the 
leading journals. He has also 
been a lecturer on the Gilchrist 
staff. As a minister he has ever 
sought to inculcate the wisdom of 
a fearless acceptance of scientific 
truth, and has endeavoured to 
show that this may comport with 
a firm hold on the fundamental 
truths of Christianity. 

DALTON, John Call, M.D., was 
bom at Chelmsford, Massachusetts, 
Feb. 2,1825. He graduated in arts 
at Harvard College in 1844, and in 
medicine in 1847. In 1851 he 
received the prize offered by the 
American Medical Association for 
his “Essay on the Corpus Luteum." 
In 1859 he published his ff Treatise 
on Human Physiology,” of which 
the seventh odition appeared in 
1882. In the civil war he was Sur¬ 
geon of the United States Volun- 
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teers, and for a time Medical 
Inspector for the Department of 
the South. He was lor many 
yearn Professor of Physiology in 
the New York College of Physi¬ 
cians and Surgeons, and since 
1SS1 has heen its President. He 
has published a ‘ k Treatise on Phy¬ 
siology/’ 1 SG 8 i " The Experi¬ 
mental Method of Medicine/’ 
1S82 ; " Doctrines of the Circula¬ 
tion,” 1884; and 44 Topographical 
Anatomy of the Brain/’ 3 vols., 
1885. He has also published many 
papers and memoirs in the medical 
reviews and journals 3 and he was 
a prominent scientific contributor 
to the American CyclojurOia (1873- 
76), and to Johnson’s "Universal 
Cyelopeedia” (1874-77). 

DALY ELL, Robert Anstruther, 
C.S.I., LL.D., F.S. 8 ., eldest sur¬ 
viving son of the late John Dalyell, 
Usq., of Lmgo, Fifeshire, and Jane 
Anstrutlier, eldest sister of the 
latp Sir Rnlph Anstruther, Bart., 
of Balcnskie, was bom in Edin¬ 
burgh in 1831, and educated at 
Cheltenham and Haileybury Col¬ 
leges. Appointed thence to the 
Indian Civil Service, he landed at 
Madras on the 1 st of Jan. 1851. 
In 1661 he was nominated Under¬ 
secretary to the Board of Revenue 
at Madras. In 1867 ho became 
Secretary to the Board, and in the 
following year Secretary to the 
Government, and a member of the 
Board of Revenue in 1873. In the 
same year he was selected by the 
Viceroy for a two years’ tour of 
duty in the Viceregal Council as 
the representative of Madras, and 
was re-appointed to this high 
office in 1875, and again in 1877. 
Intermediately, he was specially 
employed upon an inquiry into the 
excise system of the different 
provinces of India, acted for a 
short time as Chief Secretary to 
the Government of Madras, and, 
during a considerable part of 
1875-7C, as Chief Commissioner 
of Mysore, where he dealt success¬ 
fully with the wide-spread distress 


which afflict* d the country pre¬ 
vious to the tcmble famine of 
1S77, and had much important 
work connected with the impend¬ 
ing transfer of the province to its 
native ruler. When on furlough, 
in England, in Nov. 1877, he was 
nominated a member of Her 
Majesty’s Council of India, in 
London, at an unusually early age, 
and, at the expiration ot his, leave, 
fifteen months later, he resigned 
his appointment* in India. In the 
early part of his career Mr. Dnlyell 
published a short sketch of the 
Land Tenures of Southern India, 
and an official edition of the Stand¬ 
ing Orders of the Board of Revenue, 
and in 1S67, he printed a short 
account of the Madras famine of 
the previous year. He retired in 
1879, and in July of the same 
year, he was made a Companion of 
the Star of India. In 1833-84 Mr, 
Dalyell became Vice-President of 
the Council, and in the following 
year the University of St. Andrews 
accorded to him the honorary 
degree of LL.D. in recognition of 
his civil services in India. 

DANA, Charles Anderson, horn 
at Hinsdale, New Hampshire, 
Aug. 8 , 1819, entered Harvard 
College in 1839, but remained there 
only two years. In 1842 he became 
a member of the Brook Farm com¬ 
munity, in Rosbury, Massachu¬ 
setts, and remained there till 1841. 
He next edited, in connection with 
George Ripley, Parke Godwin, and 
John S. Dwight, The Harbinger, a 
weekly journal, devoted to social 
reform and general literature 
(1844-47). In 1847 he became 
connected with the Nev) York 
Tribune , and was for four or five 
years managing editor, until the 
autumn of 18G1. In 1855, in con¬ 
nection with Mr. George Ripley, 
he projected Appleton’s " Ameri¬ 
can Cyclopedia/’ in 16 vols,, of 
which they were the responsible 
editors, to its completion in 1863, 
as also of the revised edition 
(1873-77). "The Household Book 
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of Poetry” was compiled and pub¬ 
lished by him in 1858; and in 
1869., in conjunction with. J. H. 
Wilson, he issued a " Life of 
TJ. S. Grants” in 1872, in con¬ 
junction with F. C. Bowman, " The 
Household Book of Songs • ” and 
in 1882, in conjunction with 
Rossi ter Johnson , "Fifty Perfect 
Poems.” Prom 1802 to 1SG5 ho 
was in Government service, during 
the last two years as Assistant- 
Secretary of War, About the 
beginning of 1S60 he became 
editor of the Chicago Republican , a 
daily paper, published in Chicago, 
Illinois j but in 1863 purchased an 
interest in the JYlw York Sun, a 
daily paper, of which he has since 
been the editor. 

DANA, James Dwight, LL.D., 
was born at Utica, New' York, Feb. 
12 , 1813. He graduated at Yale 
College in 1833, and was teacher of 
mathematics in the United States 
navy from 1833 to 1835. In 
1836-37 he was assistant to Pro¬ 
fessor Silliman in chemistry, geo¬ 
logy, &c., at Yale College. In Dec. 
1836, he was appointed mineralo¬ 
gist and geologist to the U. S, 
exploring expedition, under Com¬ 
modore vVilkes, and accompanied 
it during its whole tour, returning 
home in 1812, In 1837 he pub¬ 
lished his work on "Mineralogy,” 
which has since passed through, 
many editions, and to which three 
appendices in separate volumes 
have been added, bringing the 
work down to 1882. Since 1816 he 
has been one of the editors of the 
American Journal of Science, He 
prepared three voluminous reports 
of his observations of the expedi¬ 
tion, with their accompanying 
atlases of figures, describing many 
new species, and the geological 
formations which he had observed. 
These reports were " On the Zoo¬ 
phytes” (1846) j " On the Geology 
of the Pacific” (1819) ■ " On Crus¬ 
tacea” (1862-64), In 1855 he 
became Professor of Natural His¬ 
tory and Geology in Yale College, 


1 a position which ho still holds, 
He is amember of the Royal Society, 
London, of the French Academy, 
Paris, and other learned societies 
in Europe. In 1872 he received 
the Wollaston gold medal of the 
Geological Society of London j and 
in 1877, the Copley medal of the 
I Royal Society. Among his more 
popular works are : " Manual of 
Geology” (1SG2), 3rd edition 
(1880); " Text Book of Geology" 
(1864) j " Corals and Coral Islands ” 
(1872) j and " Geological Story 
briefly Told,” 1875. 

DARLEY, Felix 0, C., was bom at 
Philadelphia, J une 23,1822. While 
a clerk in a mercantile house, he 
produced some humorous sketches, 
which were so highly praised that 
he was encouraged to devote him¬ 
self to art as a profession, making 
drawings for engravers his specia¬ 
lity. His illustrations for books 
and periodicals are almost innumer¬ 
able. For the works of James Feni- 
more Cooper alone they number 
more than 500. He has also made 
many large and highly-finished 
drawings, which when reduced ap¬ 
pear on bank-notes and Govern¬ 
ment bonds, and has produced 
many outline illustrations on stone. 
Among these are the Beries illus¬ 
trating Judd’s "Margaret,” and 
Irving's " Rip Yan Winkle ” and 
"Legend of Sleepy Hollow,” In 
1852 he was made an Academician, 
and he was one of the early mem¬ 
bers of the Water-Colour Society. 
Ho exhibits annually, but his work 
is almost exclusively in black and 
white. The more notable of his 
later works are " Puritans sur¬ 
prised by Indians,” " The School¬ 
boy,” "The March to the Sea,” 
“The Sheepfold,” "Feeding the 
Pets,” "Mount Desert,” and "A 
Cold Snack.” About 1864 he began 
a long sojourn in Europe, and on 
his return in 1868 put forth 
"Sketches Abroad, with Pen and 
Poncil.” Since then he has made 
a series of large outline drawings 
for Hawthorne's « Scarlet Letter” 
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(1879), and a similar series for 
Longfellow’a " E vangcline " (1SS3) j 
and has lately published (1SS(>) 
another series for Shakespeare’s 
works. He resides at Claymont, 
Delaware. 

DARWIN, George Howard, M.A., 
F.R.S., LL.D., (Glasgow, is the 
second son of the late Charles Dar¬ 
win. He was horn in IS 15, and in 
Oct. 1SG1, entered Trinity College, 
Cambridge, and was later elected-a 
scholar. lie graduated in 1868 as 
Second Wrangler, and was awarded 
the Second Smith’s prize. He was 
elected to a Fellowship at Trinity 
College in Oct. 1868, and after¬ 
wards studied for the bar, and was 
oilled at Lincoln’s Inn, April 30, 
1872, but never pursued the pro¬ 
fession of the Law, and in 1873 he 
returned to Cambridge. In 1879 
he was elected a Fellow of the 
Royal Society; in 1885 the hon¬ 
orary degree of LL.D. was con¬ 
ferred on him by the University 
of Glasgow; and in the same year 
u a royal medal,” was awarded to 
him by the Royal Society, in re¬ 
cognition of his scientific work. 
In 1875 ho presented two papers 
to the Statistical Society, on con¬ 
sanguineous marriages, and in 
1876 he contributed to the Trans¬ 
actions of the Royal Society a 
paper "On the influence of geo¬ 
logical changes on the earth’s axis 
of rotation.” This was followed 
by several other contributions, 
many of them attracting great 
notice in the scientific world, es¬ 
pecially one read in Dec. 1878, 
"On the remote history of the 
Earth/’ Since 1875 Mr. Darwin 
has been principally occupied with 
mathematical and physical investi¬ 
gations connected with the study 
of astronomy. He has also been 
engaged in experimental investi¬ 
gations on the pressure of loose i 
sand (Inst, C.E.), and jointly 
with his brother, Mr. Horace i 
Darwin, on small changes of level 
in the earth’s surface, and minute 
earthquakes (Brit. Assoc.Reports), j

DAVENPORT, Sir Samuel, 
K.C.M.G., LL.D., fourth son of the 
latJ George Davenport, Es<p, of 
Oxford and of Great Wigaton, 
Leicesterahire, was born in 1818, 
and settled in South Australia in 
IS 12. lie became a successful 
sheep-farmer, and also occupied 
himself with the cultivation of the 
olive and the manufacture of olive- 
oil m well U3 vineyards and wine. 
He was Crown Nominee of Legis¬ 
lative Council in 18IG-7, and Mcm- 
bar from 1S37-GG. He has taken a 
prominent part in the organisation 
of the various exhibitions that have 
been held in different parts of the 
world, being Executive Commis¬ 
sioner at London, 1831, Philadel¬ 
phia, 1870, Sydney, 1879, Mel¬ 
bourne, 1880, and London, 1880. 
He was also for many years Presi¬ 
dent of the Royal Agricultural 
and Horticultural Society and of 
the Chamber of Manufactures of 
South Australia. In 1S85 he was 
appointed Vice-President of the 
South Australian Branch of the 
Geographical Society of Austral¬ 
asia.

DAVIDS, Thomas William Rhys, 
was bom at Colchester, May 12, 
1813, and educated in the Univer¬ 
sity of Breslau.

DAVIDSON, The Very Rev. Ran¬ 
dall Thomas, D.D., Dean of Wind¬ 
sor, waa born in 18 H and educated 
at Harrow and at Trinity College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A, 
in 1871, and M.A. in 1873. Or¬ 
dained in 1871, to the curacy of 
Hartford, in Kent, he was appointed 
in 1877 chaplain and private secre¬ 
tary to Dr. Tait, Archbishop of 
Canterbury. This position he held 
until theAi'chbishop’s death in Dec. 
1882. During that time he took an 
increasingly active and important 
part, not only in the work of the 
various diocesan organizations, but 
in the management of the central 
societies of the Church of England 
in London, and became well known 
both os a preacher and as a speaker 
at Church Congresses and else¬ 
where. On him devolved, in large 
measure, many of the arrange¬ 
ments connected with the great 
Lambeth Conference of 100 Bishops 
in 1878. He also contributed ar¬ 
ticles on various historical and 
ecclesiastical subjects to the Con - 
temporary Review, Macmillan's Ma - 
gazine and other periodicals. Bishop 
Lightfoot, of Durham, appointed 
him Examining Chaplain in 1880, 
and in 1882 he became Sub-aJmoner 
and honorary Chaplain to the 
Queen, and one of the six preachers 
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of Canterbury Cathedral. Arch¬ 
bishop Benson,on succeeding to the 
Primacy, retained Mr. Davidson’s 
services as Resident Chaplain and 
Private Secretary, and after hold¬ 
ing that office for six months he 
was, in June, 1883, appointed by 
the Queen to the deanery of Wind¬ 
sor, vacant by the death of Dean 
Connor; and also Resident Chap¬ 
lain in Ordinary to the Queen. In 
the same year he received from the 
University of St. Andrew’s the 
honorary degree of D.D. In 1881 
he became a trustee of the British 
Museum, in the management of 
which he takes an active part. Mr. 
Davidson married, in 1878, Miss 
Edith Tnit, second daughter of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. 

DAVIDSON, The Rev. Samuel, 
D.D., LL.D., was bom in 1807, near 
Ballymena, Ireland. In 1825 he 
tmtored the Royal College of Bel¬ 
fast, where he eventually distin¬ 
guished himself in the various 
branches of philosophy, philology, 
and Biblical literature. Ho was 
appointed to the Presbyterian 
ministry, and in 1835 was called to 
the Chair of Biblical Criticism and 
Literature in his own College. 
After a few years of successful 
labour in that capacity,his opinions 
respecting ecclesiastical govern¬ 
ment underwent a change in favour 
of Congregationalism, and he was 
shortly afterwards (1812) invited to 
the Professorship of Biblical Litera¬ 
ture and Oriental Languages in 
the newly-erected College of the 
Congregationalists at Manchester, 
called the Lancashire Independent 
College. Here Dr.Davidson rapidly 
rose in reputation as a Biblical 
scholar, In addition to an import¬ 
ant work he had already published 
on "Biblical Criticism/’ he pro¬ 
duced in 1813 " Sacred Hermeneu¬ 
tics j” in 1816 a translation of 
G-ieseler’s Ecclesiastical History 
(Clark’s Library) j in 1818 "The 
Ecclesiastical Polity of the New 
Testamentj" in 1818-51, "An 
Introduction to the New Testa¬ 


ment/’ 3 vols. j in IS52, a new 
edit., which was also almost a new 
work, of his " Biblical Criticism/’ 
2 vols.; in 1S55, " Tho Hebrew 
Text of the Old Testament re¬ 
vised ;” in 1856, a new work on the 
ff Text of tho Old Testament, and 
the Interpretation of tho Bible/’ to 
replace the second volume in a new 
edition of "Horne’s Introduction 
to the Sacred Scriptures.” He has 
since that time written an " Intro¬ 
duction to the Old Testament,” 3 
vola. j ft translation of Fiirst’s He¬ 
brew Lexicon, with a new preface j 
above all " An Introduction to tho 
New Testament, Critical, Exegeti- 
eal, and Theological,” 2 vols., 1868, 
in x>lace of the former Introduction 
in 3 vols. In 1873 he issued " On 
a fresh revision of the English Old 
Testament,” and in 1875, "The 
New Testament translated from tlio 
critical text of von Tiackendosrf." 
In 1877 he published "The Canon 
of the Bible,” which is the expan¬ 
sion of an article contributed to tho 
new edition of the "Encyclopedia 
Britannica.” His contributions to 
the "Cyclopaedia of Biblical Litera¬ 
ture/’ first issued by Dr. Kitto, and 
since by other editors, have been 
numerous and marked by varied 
and mature learning. Years ago 
the university of Hallo conferred 
upon him the honorary degree of 
doctor in theology, a distinction 
which he alone, among Englishmen, 
possesses at the present time. On 
account of his liberal views, and 
his acquaintance with the works of 
German theologians, the committee 
of his college became dissatisfied, 
and in the end the professor was 
obliged to resign liis post. Dr. 
Davidson has for several years re¬ 
sided in London, pursuing his 
favourite studies. His latest work, 
published in 1883, is ou " The Doc¬ 
trine of Last Things contained in 
the New Testament.” 

DAVIES, The Rev. John Llewelyn, 
M.A., born at Chichester, Feb, 26, 
1826, was educated at Repton 
School and Trinity Colleges, Cam- 


"bridge, being elected a fellow of 
that society in 1850, He was ap¬ 
pointed Incumbent of St. Mark's, 
Whitechapel, in 1852, and Rector 
of Christ Church, St. Marylebone, 
in 1856. He xvus appointed,in Feb. 
1881, a Chaplain in Ordinary to the 
Queen i and in Oct. 1832, Rural 
Dean of the deanery of St. Maryle- 
bonc. Mr. Davies has translated 
("jointly with D. J. Vaughan) 
" Plato’H Republic; ” and published 
several volumes of sermons; an 
edition of Ephesians, ColossianB, 
and Philemon; contributions to 
" Peaks, Passes, and Glaciers/’ and

For some years 
he was a member of the London 
School Board for the Marylebone 
division, and Principal of Queen’s 
College in Harley Street. Ho is a 
theologian of the school of the Rev. 
F. D. Maurice. 

DAVIS, Henry 'William Banks. 
R.A., was born at Finchley, Aug. 
26, 1833, and educated at home. 
When a student at the Royal Aca¬ 
demy, in (1854, lie obtained two 
silver medals—one for perspective, 
the other for a model in the Life 
School. He matriculated at Oxford 
in 185G, hut after residing a few 
terms at the university he resumed 
his art pursuits, and was elected 
an associate of the Royal Academy 
in Jan. 1873. In 1801 Mr. Davis 
painted " Rough PaBturage/’ exhi¬ 
bited at the Royal Academy; in 
1865, "The Strayed Herd/’ in 1866, 
" Spring Ploughing ’’ (engraved);

Sundown,” "Reconnoitring," "Con¬ 
tentment/ and " The Approach of 
Night; " in 1878, "Mid-day Skel¬ 
ter," "Afternoon on the Cliffs," 
" Evening Light," and " The Low¬ 
ing Herd uinds slowly o’er the 
; Lea; ” in 1879, " Cutting Forage 
on the French Coast,’* "A Mid¬ 
summer Night/’ "Wandeiers,” 
" Picardy Sheep/’ and " Cloud and 
Sunshine;" in 1880, "Family 
Affection," and "Returning to the 
Fold," which was purchased by the 
president and council of the Royal 
Academy under the terms of the 
Chantry bequest $ in 1S81, "Mother 
and Son/’ "Noon," and "The Even¬ 
ing Star/’ in 1882, "In Ross- 
shire," "Sea- and Land-Waves,” 
"Broken Weather in the High¬ 
lands,” and " Showers in June; ” 
in 1883, "Gathering the Flock,” 
j " Beu Eay," and " At Kinlocliewe.”

DAVIS, Jefferson, was born in 
Christian County, Kentucky, June 
3,1808. During his childhood his 
father removed into the state of 
Mississippi, He graduated from 
the West Point Military Academy 
in 1828, and served with distinction 
against the Indians until 1835, 
when he resigned his commission, 
returned to Mississippi, and mar¬ 
ried the daughter of Gen. Taylor, 
afterwards President of the United 
States. He became a cotton planter 
until 1843, when he interested him¬ 
self in politics as a Democrat, and 
took a prominent part in the elec¬ 
tion of Mr. Polk, He was returned 
to Congress in 1815, and took part 
in the debates on the " tariff/’ the 
" Oregon question,” " military af- 
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fairs,” and upon the "preparations 
for the Mexican War,” Upon the 
breaking out of this content, he was 
elected culonel of the Mississippi 
regiment of volunteers, when he 
resigned his seat in Congress, and 
joined the army of Gen. Taylor on 
the Eio Grande. He was engaged 
at the storming of Monterey, and 
in the battle of Buena Yiata. At 
the close of tho war he was offered 
by President Polk the rank of briga¬ 
dier-general of volunteers, but de¬ 
clined it. In IS 17 he was elected 
Senator for Mississippi 3 in 1850 he 
became Chairmnn of the Committee 1 
on Military Affairs, and was distin¬ 
guished by the energy with which ' 
he defended slavery, and by his 
zealous advocacy of State rights. i 
In 1851 he resigned his seat in the 
Senate to enter upon a canvass for 1 
Mr. Franklin Pierce, who on being ] 
elected President, appointed Mr. 
Davis as Secretary of War. He 
was again elected as Senator in | 
1858 j but the election of Mr. Lin¬ 
coln in 1SC0, and the consequent 
secession movement, caused him to 
withdraw. When the movement 
received shape and form, he was 
chosen Provisional President of the 
Confederate States. Feb. 4, JLSG1, 
inaugurated Feb, 22 , and elected as 
President for six years in 1802. 
After the fall of Richmond, Presi¬ 
dent Davis, while endeavouring to 
make his escape, was captured at 
Irwinsville, Georgia, May 10,1803, 
and remained a prisoner for two 
years in Fortress Monroe, awaiting 
a trial. He was released on bail in 
the summer of 1807, and all pro¬ 
ceedings against him were discon- ' 
turned. After his release he visited 1 
Europe, and on his return took up 
his residence at Memphis, Tennes¬ 
see, where he was for a time Presi¬ 
dent of a Life Insurance Company. 
In 1881 he published "The Else 
and Fall of the Confederate Go¬ 
vernment,” in 2 vols. He now 
resides at Beauvoir, Mississippi , 1 
and seldom emerges from his re -1 
tirementj though some interest was | 


aroused by one or two speeches that 
be delivered early in 188G. 

DAVIT!, Michael, one of the best 
known of the Irish leaders, was 
born in 18IG in tho village of 
Straido, Co. Mayo. His parents 
were of the poorer class of western 
Irish peasantry, and when Michael 
was five years old his father was 
evicted from the small holding on 
which the family subsisted. This 
early experience of landlord power 
has doubtless largely tended to 
influence his action in the fierce 
crusade which he has waged of 
recent years against Irish land¬ 
lordism. The family then emi¬ 
grated to Lancashire, where he was 
employed in a cotton factory, and 
at the age of eleven lost his right 
arm through a machinery accident. 
He was then sent to the Wesleyan 
School at HaBlingden, and at fifteen 
obtained work in a printing-office, 
where he remained for seven years. 
In 18GG he joined the Irish Revolu¬ 
tionary movement initiated by 
James Stephens, and in 1870 was 
arrested in London, tried on an 
indictment of " treason-felony,” 
and sentenced to fifteen years penal 
I servitude. After undergoing seven 
years and a half of imprisonment, 
chiefly in Dartmoor Convict Prison, 
Mr. Dnvitt was released on tioket- 
of-leave. In conjunction witli other 
amnestied Fenian prisoners he was 
tendered a public reception by tho 
people of Dublin, and after making 
a tour of the West of Ireland and 
paying a hurried visit to America, 
he started the Land Agitation in 
his native County of Mayo early in 
1879, In October of that year he, 
in conjunction with Mi*. Parnell 
and others, founded the Land 
League Organization anti became 
its guiding spirit. He was arrested 
and prosecuted in November of 
that year for a seditious speech, 
hut after a week's imprisonment 
and an abortive trial the prosecu¬ 
tion was abandoned. During the

League relief fuudd. In May, , 
1880, he proceeded to America to t 
superintend the organization of' 
the American branch of the Land 
League, and made an organizing 
tour of the Northern States from 
New Tort to San Francisco and 
back. Recalled to Ireland by the 
State prosecution of the executive 
of the Land League, he was again 
arrested on the 3rd of Feb. 1881, 
by order of the Government, and 
consigned to Portland Convict 
Prison on a revocation of his origi¬ 
nal ticket-of-leave. After an in¬ 
carceration of fifteen months, dur¬ 
ing which, on his own admission, 
he was exempt from ordinary con¬ 
vict labour, he was again released 
on ticket-of-leave, Mr. Parnell and 
other Irish Members going down 
to Portland to receive him on his 
discharge. On the very day of 
this release, 0th of May, 1882, Lord 
Frederick Cavendish and Mr. Burke 
wore assassinated in the Phoenix 
Park. In conjunction with Messrs. 
Parnell and Dillon, lie issued a 
manifesto to the Irish race con¬ 
demnatory of the murder. After 
again visiting America and sub¬ 
mitting to a meeting of Irish 
American representatives in New 
York a plan for the amalgamation 
of existing national organizations 
in the United States, he returned 
to Ireland and succeeded in per¬ 
suading Mr. Parnell to summon a 
National Convention in Dublin to 
effect the revival of the Land 
League movement. The National 
League organization was the out¬ 
come of this convention—with the 
restoration of Irish legislative in¬ 
dependence as the first plank in 
its platform. In Feb. 1883, Mr. 
Davitt was again prosecuted for a 
violent speech against rent and 
landlordism, and, refusing to enter 
into bail to keep the peace, he 
vmderwent four months imprison¬ 
ment in Richmond Bridewell, Dub¬ 
lin. Since then ho has been an 
incessant propagandist of Land 
League principles and Nationalist 


i aspirations in Ireland and U n-.it 
j Britain. "While imprisoned in 
' Portland in 18S2 he was elocted 
M.P. fur Meath, but was disquali¬ 
fied by a vote of the House of 
Commons. When legally eligible 
on the expiration of his ticket-of- 
leave in 1885, he was solicited to 
become a candidate by several Irish 
Constituencies, but refused to enter 
the Imperial Parliament from an 
objection to take the oath of alle¬ 
giance. He at the same time re¬ 
fused to accept a national testi¬ 
monial for his services to the Irish 
people. In Dec. 1881, Mr. Davitt 
published (( Leaves from a Prison 
Diary," a work which was written 
during his imprisonment in Port¬ 
land, and which has had a very 
large circulation. Occupied with 
literary work as a means of liveli¬ 
hood, Mr. Davitt is a constant 
contributor to American and Colo¬ 
nial newspapers, and an occasional 
writer in Irish and English jour¬ 
nals and reviews. He has a decided 
leaning towards socialistic doctrines 
in his writings and speeches, and 
is far from being in union with 
the other Irish leaders; liia theories 
of land being more in accordance 
with those of Mr, Henry George 
than with those of Mr. Parnell. 
He has boon recently elected a 
member of the Dublin Corpora¬ 
tion, and is a delegate from that 
body to the Port and Docks Board 
of the city. He is a director of 
the Dublin North City Milling Co.* 
and a member of the Executive 
Council of the Irish National 
League, He has undergone alto¬ 
gether over nine years 1 imprison¬ 
ment for his connection with Irish 
political movements, 

DAVOUD PASHA) an Ottoman 
statesman, was born at Constan¬ 
tinople in March, 1S1G. Ho is a 
Catholic Armenian—that is, of the 
sect of Armenians who, whilst 
retaining their own ancient rites 
and ceremonies, are in communion 
with the Roman Catholic Church. 
After a complete university course 
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at Berlin, where ho gained more 
than one great prize medal by 
his writings and dissertations, ho 
began his official career as pro¬ 
fessor of modem languages in the 
Ottoman Military College of Con¬ 
stantinople. He af tor wards entered 
the diplomatic service as Secretary 
to the Ottoman Embassy at Berlin, I 
then at Vienna, and subsequently j 
at Paris, whence he returned to 
Berlin as Charge d*Affaires, which 
post he held at various times dm ing 
a period of nine years. In 1855 he 
accompanied A'ali Pasha, as chief 
secretary, to the Conference of 
Vienna. In 1855 he was Imperial 
Ottoman delegate on the commis¬ 
sion for arranging the navigation 
of the Danube, and in 1858 went as 
chief secretary with Fuad Pasha to 
the Conference of Pm is for the 
definite organization of Wallachia 
and Moldavia.

DAWKINS, William Boyd, M.A., 
F.R S„ F.G.S.,F.S.A., Absoc. Inst. 
C.E., geologist and osteologist, was 
bora Dec. 20,1838, at Buttington 
Vicarage, Welshpool, Montgomery¬ 
shire. He received his education 
at Boss all school and at the Uni¬ 
versity of Oxford, where he became 
a scholar of Jesus College, and first 
Burdett-Coutts geological scholar. 
He was appointed assistant geologist 
in Her Majesty's Geological Survey 
of Great Britain in 1802 j geologist 
in 18G7 ; Curator of the Manchester 
Museum, 1809; lecturer on geology 
in Owen s College, Manchester, in 
1870; Professor there in 1874 j and 
President of the Manchester Geo¬ 
logical Society in 1S74.

Michael and St. George, was 
selected by the Governor-General, 
the Marquis of Lome, to take the 
(first) Presidency of the Royal 
Society of Canada, and was Presi¬ 
dent of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 
In the following year ho attended, 
the meeting of the British Associa¬ 
tion at Southport, and travelled in 
Egypt and Syria, on the geography 
and geology of which he has pub¬ 
lished several papers and a little 
popular work, “ Egypt and Syria, 
their Geology and Physical Geo¬ 
graphy in relation to Bible His¬ 
tory.” He received the degree of 
LL.D. from the University of 
Edinburgh, and was knighted hy 
Her Majesty in 1884, and in 1885 
was elected President of the 
British Association for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Science for the meet¬ 
ing to be held at Birmingham in 
188G, and at that meeting he 
delivered a remarkable address, 
taking for his subject the geo¬ 
graphical history of the Atlantic 
Ocean. He has been elected an 
honorary Fellow of the Geological 
Society of Edinburgh and honorary 
member of the philosophical 
societies of Liverpool, Glasgow, 
Manchester and Leeds. 

DAY, The Hon. Sir John Charles, 
son of Captain John Day, of the 
49th Regiment, by Emily, daughter 
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of Jan Caspar Hartsinclc, was "born 
at the Hague, June 20, 1820. He 
was educated at Fribourg, aud at 
the Benedictine College of St. 
Gregory, at Downside, near Bath, 
and graduated B.A. at the Uni¬ 
versity of London. He entered 
the Middle Temple in 18*15 ; was 
called to the Bar in Jan. 1849 ; 
joined the Homo (now tho South- 
Eastern) circuit ; was made a 
Queen’s Counsel in 1872; and 
elected a bencher of his inn in 1873. 
For many years he enjoyed a very 
extensive practice both in London 
and on circuit. In June, 1S82, he 
was appointed a judge in the 
Queen’s Bench Division of the High 
Court of Justice, in succession to 
Mr. Justice Bowen, who had been 
elevated to the Court of Appeal; 
and he received the usual honour 
of knighthood. Mr. Justice Day is 
the editor of tho "Common Law 
Procedure Acts,” and "Roscoe’s 
Nisi Prius.” In 188G he wns made 
president of the special Commis¬ 
sion sent to inquire into the origin 
and circumstances of the Belfast 
riots. 

DAY, The Right Rev. Maurioe 
Fitzgerald, D.D., Protestant Bishop 
of Casliel, is the youngest son of 
the late Rev. John Day, rector of 
Kiltullagh, co. Kerry, by Arabella, 
daughter of Sir William Godfrey, 
of Bushfield, in the same county. 
He was born at Kiltullagh in 181G, 
and received his academical educa¬ 
tion at Trinity College, Dublin 
(B.A., 1838; M.A., 1858). For 
several years he was chaplain of 
St, Matthias, Dublin j was ap¬ 
pointed Dean of Limerick, and 
vicar of Sfc. Mary’s, Limerick, in 
18G8; and was chosen to succeed 
the late Dr. Daly in the united sees 
of Cashel, Emly, Waterford, and 
Lismore, in March, 18/2, tho conse¬ 
cration ceremony being performed 
in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, 
on April 13. 

DE AMICIS, Edmondo, a popu¬ 
lar Italian writer, bom at Onoglia, 
Oct. 21,1816, of a Genoese family, 


He began his studies at Cuneo, and 
after a preliminary training in the 
Istifruto Caudalloro at Turin, he 
, entered the military school of Mo¬ 
dena, which he quitted in 18G5 as 
sub-lieutenant in the 3rd Regiment 
of the line. In 18GG he took part 
in the battle of Custozza. The 
following year ho was established 
at Florence as director of the 
Italia HilUttre. After tho seizure 
of Rome by the troops of King 
Victor Emmanuel, it appeared to 
him that his career ns a volunteer 
in tho army of Italian Independence 
had naturally come to an end. 
Weary of the monotony of garrison 
life, lie then abandoned the profes¬ 
sion of arms, took up his abode at 
Turin, and devoted his energies 
exclusively to literature, in which 
he had alroady made a mark by his 
sketches of military life—" La 
Vila inilitare: bozzetti” (Milan, 
18G8). After composing liis flr Ri- 
cordo dol 1870-71,” he wrote a 
volume of "Novello,” comprising 
" Gli Amici di Collegio,” “ Camilla 
Furio,” "Un gran Giorno,” "Al¬ 
berto,” " Fortezza,” and "La Casa 
paterna” (Florence, 1872; 2nd 
edit. Milan, 1879). A series of 
tours through Spain, Holland, and 
Morocco, with visits to London, 
Paris, and Constantinople, afforded 
him the material for several works 
which, written in a lively and 
attractive style, increased tho 
author’s fame, had a wide circula¬ 
tion, and wore translated into 
several European languages. Their 
titles are-—"La Spngna”(Florence, 
1873) ; " Ricordi di Londra ” 187 h ; 
" Olanda ” (Florence, 1874) ; " Cos- 
tantinopoli ” (Gill odit. 2 vols. 
Milan, 1877-8);" Marocoo” (Milan, 
1879) ; " Ricordi di Parigi ” (3rd 
edit. Milan, 1879). Of these tho 
following have appeared at London 
in English versions by Caroline 
Tilton t—"Constantinople/’ 1878 ; 
" Morocco, its people and places,” 
1879; and " Holland,” 1880. Si¬ 
gnor De Amiois has also published 
"Ritratti letterari ” (Milan, 1881), 
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and “ Poesie" (2nd edit. Milan, | 
1881). 

BEFREGGER, Franz, an Aus¬ 
trian painter, born at Stronach, in | 
the Tyrol, April 30, 1835, showed 
from his infancy a strong inclina¬ 
tion for artistic pursuits, and re¬ 
ceived his first lessons from a 
sculptor at Innspruek in 1800. 
Then he wont to Munich, entered 
the School of Arts there, and con¬ 
tinued his artistic studies under the 
direction of Piloty. In 1803 he 
proceeded to Paris, where lie stayed 
two years, and then returned to 
Munich, where he painted a series 
of genre pictures, representing the 
life of the people in his native 
country. Among his works may 
he mentioned “The Last Return 
of the Forester j” “The Poachers 
“ Joseph Speekbaclier and his 
Son j 51 and the “ Zither Player.” 
In 1882 the King of Bavaria raised 
this celebrated painter to noble 
rank, by bestowing on him the 
Bavarian Order of the Crown. 

BE HAAS, Maurice F. H., marine 
painter, was hom at Rotterdam, 
Dec, 12, 1832. Tie studied at the 
Academy of Fine Arts, and was a 
pupil of Louis Meyer, and of other 
eminent artists. In 1857 he was 
made artist to the Dutch navy, 
and in 1859 he wont to New York, 
where ho has since lived. The 
subjects of his earlier pictures are 
chiefly from the English Channel 
and French Coast ; and among 
them are “ Storm off the Isle of 
Jersey,” “ After the "Wreck,” “ Sea¬ 
shore near Hastings,” “Calm off 
Newport,” “Wreck off St. He- 
lior’s/Y' Yacht Henrietta/* “ Clear¬ 
ing IJp/* “British Channel/* “The 
Rescue,” “The Old Wreck,” and 
“Moonrise at Sunset.” His best 
known American work is “ Far- 
ragui passing the Forts/* He was 
elected an Associate of the National 
Academy in 1863, and an Acade¬ 
mician in 1SG7, and was one of the 
original members of the American 
Society of Painters in Water- 
Colours. 


BE LA RAMEE, Louisa, one of 
the most widely read of English 
novelists, better known by her 
pseudonym of “Ouida/’ was bom at 
Bury St. Edmunds, in 1810. Sho 
is of French extraction on the 
father’s side. At an early age the 
came with her mother and mater¬ 
nal grandmother to reside in Lon¬ 
don, and soon began, under the 
nom de guerre of “ Ouida” (a child’s 
mispronunciation of Louisa), to 
write for periodicals. While still 
under age, she publisliod her first 
novel in Colburn's New Monthly 
Magazine, This was “ Granvillo do 
Yignc, a Tale of the Day,” pub¬ 
lished separately two years later 
(1803) under the title of “ Held in 
Bondage.” It was followed by 
many more, all characterized by 
the same vigour, “go,” and, it 
must be owned, extravagance. 
Their names are “ Strathmore, 
a Romance ” (18G5) j “ CliandoB ” 
(1866) ; “Cecil Castlemaine’s Gage, 
and other Novelettes,” and 
“ Idalia ” (1867) j “Trieotrin, a 
Story of a Waif and Stray” and 
“Under Two Flags” (18G8) ; 
“ Puclc : his Vicissitudes, Adven¬ 
tures, &o.” (1800); “ Folle Farine” 
(1871) j “ADog of Flanders” and 
“ A Leaf in the Storm ” (1872) ; 
“ Pascarel” (1873) ; “ In a Winter 
City,” a sketch (1876); “Signa” 
a story (1875); “Two Little 
Wooden Shoes,” a sketch (1874.); 
“ Ariadne: the Story of a Dream ” 
(1877); fr Friendship ” (1878) ; 

“Moths” (1880); “ Pipistrello ” 
The Village Commune” 
; “In Maremma” (1882) ; 
“Bimbi: Stories for Children” 
(1882) ; “Wanda,” 3 vols. (18S3) ; 
and “ Othmar” (1886). “ Moths ” 
has been adapted for the stage, 
but without the author’s con¬ 
sent. In the lively controversy 
to which this act of lawful piracy 
gave rise, “ Ouida ” had every¬ 
body’s sympathy, but the adaptor 
got his way. In other fields besides 
that of literature Ouida is known 
for her exertions in the cause of 
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kindness to animals in Italy. Miss 
De la Bam6o residos in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of Florence. 

DE LA RTXE, Warren, M.A., 
D.C.L., Ph.D., F.H,S. s Correspond¬ 
ing member of the Institute of 
France (Acad&uie des Sciences), 
Ac. Ac., is son of the late Mr. 
Thomas De la Hue, and was born 
in the Island of Guernsey, Jan. IS, 
1815, He was educated at the 
College of St. Barbe, Paris, entered 
his father’s business, and was for 
many years the head of the house 
of Thos. de la Hue & Co., now 
carried on by his sons. Hero he 
applied his scientific knowledge 
to purposes of practical utility, and 
invented a great number of new 
processes and machines, some of 
which were patented. Among the 
former may be cited processes for 
utilizing earth-oils, and in the 
latter machinery for printing sur¬ 
face colouring paper, pasting cards, 
and for folding envelopes—the last- 
mentioned in coimection with Mr. 
Edwin Hill. He acted as a juror 
and reporter in the Great Exhibi¬ 
tion of 1851, was a juror of 
the Paris Exhibition of 1855 ; 
and President of Section B, Class 
XXVIII., of the Exhibition of 
1882, He was a member of the 
International Electrioal Congress, 
consisting of all the moat eminent 
physicists of all countries assembled 
in Paris, and of the jury of the 
Electrical Exhibition held there in 
1861. He was also a member of 
the Consulting Council of the 
Electrical Exhibition at the Cry b Lai 
Palace, Sydenham, in 1862. Mr. 
De la Hue has made some impor¬ 
tant scientific investigations, of 
which an account will be found in 
the publications of the Boyal, As¬ 
tronomical, Chemical, and other 
learned societies. He established 
an observatory at Cranford, Middle¬ 
sex, but this was dismantled in 
1873, and the instruments pre¬ 
sented to the University of Oxford. 
Mr. De la Hue has distinguished 
himself by the eminent success 


with which he has applied photo¬ 
graphy to the recording of celestial 
phenomena. In 1874* he estab¬ 
lished a private Physical La¬ 
boratory in which he has, in con¬ 
junction with his friend, Dr. Hugo 
W. Muller, carried on an elaborate 
series of researches on the electrical 
discharge with the chloride-of - 
silver battery. The results ob¬ 
tained have been, from time to 
time, communicated to the Royal 
Society, and the Academic des 
Sciences, Paris. On Jan. 31, 1881, 
ho delivered a most interesting 
lecture on cf The Phenomena of the 
Electric Discharge," illustrated by 
a groat number of beautiful ex¬ 
periments, at the Royal Institu¬ 
tion. Mi*. Do la Hue acted for 
some time as Honorary Secretary 
of the Boyal Astronomical Society, 
and has been its President, 1SG L- 
(30. He was the President of the 
Chemical Society, 1867-G9 and 
1879-80 1 and is President of the 
London Institution. He was 
elected Secretary of the Boyal In¬ 
stitution in 1878, in succession to 
Mr. William Spottiswoodc, who 
had become Presidont of the Hoyal 
Society. On Dec. 27, 1880, he was 
elected, a corresponding member of 
the French Acaddiuie aes Sciences, 
for the section of astronomy, and is 
a member of various other learned 
societies. 

DENISON, The Ven. George

DEPRETIB, Agostino, an Italian 
BtatoBman, horn at Stradella, Pied¬ 
mont, in 1811, studied law in the 
University of Turin, and practised 
as an advocate in his native town. 
He took an active part in all tho 
efforts made by Italian x>atriotB tn 
bring about the unification of their 
country; contributed to several 
Liberal nowapapors; and was ap¬ 
pointed in 1810 civil governor of 
Brescia, Ln tho following yoar ho 
sat in the Piedmontese Chamber on 
tho Opposition Benches. In 18G1, 
Cavour appointed him pro-dictator 
of Sicily, and in tlmt capacity he 
there proclaimed the Italian con¬ 
stitution (August 3). From May 3 
till the month of December 1802 
he hold office in the Ratazzi 
Cabinet as Minister of Public 
Works, and he entered tho Minis¬ 
try presided over by Signor Rica- 
8011, in 18GG, first as Minister of 
Marine, and then as Minister of 
Finance. On the fall of that 
Ministry he resumed his seat in 
the Chamber, and after tho death 
of Ralazzi became leader of tho 
Opposition. When the Minghotti 
Cabinet resigned (March 10,1870), 
in consequence of a vote of want 
of confidence having been carried 
in the Chamber, Signor Depretis 
was entrusted with the task of 
constituting a Ministry. Ho him¬ 
self took the portfolio of Finance 
and the post of President of the 
Council. Tho question of the 
reform of the law relating to the 
grist tax immediately occupied his 
attention, and under liis Ministry 
the creation of free ports was 
adopted, and religious processions 
outsido the churches were pro¬ 
hibited. The elections consequent 
upon tho Dissolution of tlio 
Chamber of Deputies in 1870, 
gave a large majority to the 
Government, In the following 
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year, however. Signor Deprelis 
was replaced as chief of tho 
Cabinet by Signor Cairoli. A 
few months lator Signor Depretis 
was, in turn, summoned to succeed 
that statesman, and to form a 
coalition administration in which 
various groups of politicians in the 
Chamber of Deputies were repre¬ 
sented (December, 1878). This 
Ministry was overthrown after half 
a year’s tenure of power, and was 
succeeded, in July 1879, by a now 
combination of tho Left, under 
Signor Cairoli, who was compelled, 
in November, to reconstruct his 
Miuiatry, and to bring in Signor 
Depretis as Minister of the In¬ 
terior. On May 15, 1881, the 
Cairoli Ministry, which had be¬ 
come unpopular owing to the 
aggressive designs of the French 
in North Africa, resigned. The 
King sent for Signor Sella, who 
endeavoured, unsuccessfully, to 
form a Ministry which might 
reckon on a working majority. 
Signor Depretis was next entrusted 
with the task, which he promptly 
accomplished; and ho has, since 
that time, retained his position as 
Premier. 

DERBY (Earl of). The Bight 
Hon. Edward Henry Stanley, eldest 
son of the fourteenth earl of Derby, 
bom at Knowsley, July 21, 1826, 
was educated at Bugby and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he took a First Class in Classics in 
18 J 8. His lordship, who was an 
unsuccessful candidate for Lancas¬ 
ter in March, 1818, was during his 
absence in America elected Lord 
G. Bentinck’s successor for Lynn 
Begis, which he continued to re¬ 
present as Lora Stanley until he 
succeeded to the peorago; and 
having, after a tour in the West 
Indies, returned to England, ho 
delivered in the House of Com¬ 
mons, during tho summer of 1850, 
a very able speech on the subject 
of the sugar colonies. He paid a 
visit to tho East, and when in 
India was nominated, in March, 


1652, Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs in Lord Derby’s 
first administration. In the spring 
of 1853 he submitted to the House 
of Commons a motion, which had 
for its object a more complete re¬ 
form of Indian affairs than that 
contemplated by the Coalition 
Cabinet. The death of fc>ir W. 
Molesworth, in 1855, having created 
a vacancy in tho Colonial Office, 
Lord Palmerston, sensible of Lord 
Stanley’s talents and popularity, 
offered him the seals of that de¬ 
partment; but the latter, although 
understood to bo ambitious of serv¬ 
ing his country as a minister of tho 
Crown, remained true to Iiis party, 
and declined the tempting proposal. 
He became Secretary of State for 
India, with a seat in the Cabinet, 
under Lord Derby’s second ad¬ 
ministration, in 1858-9, and it was 
under his superintendence that the 
management of our Indian empire 
was transferred from the Board of 
Directors of the East India Com¬ 
pany to the responsible advisers of 
her Majesty. His lordship was 
appointed Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affair* in Lord Derby’s 
third administration, in July, 1866, 
and the tact with which he con¬ 
ducted the negotiations for the 
settlement of the Luxemburg diffi¬ 
culty rendered him exceedingly 
popular. He held the seals of the 
Foreign Office until tho accession 
of Mr. Gladstone to power in Dec. 
1S68. His lordship was installed 
Lord Bectoi' of the University of 
Glasgow, April 1, 18G9. The death 
of his father on Oct. 23,18C9, trans¬ 
ferred him to the House of Peers, 
and he has since taken a prominent 
part in the discussions of that 
assembly. In Feb. 1874, when Mr. 
Disraeli formed his cabinet. Lord 
Derby was again entrusted with 
the seals of tlio Foreign Office. In 
consequence of the decision taken 
at the Cabinet Council of Jan. 23, 
1878, to send up the British fleet to 
Constantinople, Lord Derby and 
Lord Carnarvon tendered their re-

situations. That of Lord Carnar¬ 
von was accepted ; but the order 
respecting tho fleet having beon 
countermanded, and explanations 
having been made 'with hia col¬ 
leagues, Lord Derby consented to 
resume his post. But differences 
again aroso between him and the 
other membors of the Cabinet., and 
on March 28 he announced in the 
House of Lords that he had re¬ 
signed the office of Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs. Lord 
Beaconsfield stated on the same 
ovoning that Lord Derby had 
not differed from his colleagues 
with respect to the conditions they 
had laid down for the Congress, but 
in reference to the measures they 
had adopted in view of its probable 
failure. In the debate in the House 
of Lords on the Eastern Question, 
April 8,1878, Lord Derby took oc¬ 
casion to observe;—"I have been 
referred to ... as having resigned 
office in consequence of the calling 
out of the Reserves. How I feel 
hound to tell your lordships that 
whatever I may have thought of 
that step, it was not the sole, nor 
indeed the principal reason for tho 
differences thatunfortunataly arose 
between my colleagues and myself. 
What the other reasons are I can¬ 
not divulge until the propositions 
of the Government from which I 
dissented are made known.” In 
the debate in the House of Lords 
on the Treaty of Berlin, July 18, 
1878, he said ;—" When I quitted 
the Government in the last days of 
March, I did so because it was said 
it was necessary to seize and occupy 
the island of Cyprus, togother with 
a point upon the Syrian coast, and 
that was to be done by means of a 
Syrian expedition sent out from 
India, with or without the consent 
of the Sultan, although undoubt¬ 
edly part of the arrangements was 
that full compensation should bo 
made to the Sultan of any loss he 
might incur,” The correctness of 
this statement was, however, em¬ 
phatically denied by the MarquiB 


of Salisbury in the course of the 
same debate. In April, 1870, Lord 
Derby withdrew from tho Lanca¬ 
shire TJniou of Conservative Asso¬ 
ciations in consequence of his dis¬ 
approval of tho foreign policy of 
the Government and his desire to 
remain aloof for a time from all 
party obligations ; and in Oct. 
1879, it became known that ho had 
detached himself definitively from 
the Conservative organization. In 
a letter addressed to the Earl of 
Sefton, March 12,1880, Lord Derby 
wrote :—" I havo boon long unwill¬ 
ing to separate from the political 
connection in which I was brought 
up, and with which, notwithstand¬ 
ing occasional differences on non- 
political questions, I have in the 
main acted for many years. But 
the present situation of parties and 
the avowed policy of the Conserva¬ 
tive leader m reference to foreign 
relations leave me no choice. I 
cannot support the present Govern¬ 
ment, and as neutrality, however 
from personal feelings I might 
prefer it, is at a political crisis an 
evasion of public duty, I havo no 
choice except to doclaro myself, 
however reluctantly, rankod among 
their opponents.” He was sworn 
in as Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, in Mr. Gladstone’s admi¬ 
nistration, Dec. 1C, 1882, and held 
that office until July, 1885. In 
188G, however. Lord Derby took 
the Unionist side in tho Irish 
Question. The Earl of Derby was 
elected Lord Rector of the Univer¬ 
sity of Edinburgh in Hov. 1874. 
Before his succession to the peer¬ 
age his lordship served as a member 
of tho Royal Commission on Army 
Purchase in 1856-7; of tho Cam¬ 
bridge University Commission in 
1856-60 ; of the Commission on the 
Organization of the Indian Army 
in 1858-9; Chairman of the Com¬ 
mission on the Sanitary State of 
the Indian Army in 1859-61; of 
the Commission on Patents in 
1863-4; and of the Commission on 
City Guilds in 1881-2, 
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DEROULEDE, Paul, French poet 
and dramatist, was bom in Paris, 
Sept. 2, 1848, being a nephew of 
Emile Augier, the poet. He first 
studied law, but in 1870 entered 
the army as a volunteor. Ho 
published a play in verse, "Juan 
Sti'enuer," but first made a mark 
by his "Chants du Soldat," 1872, 
and "Nouveaux Chants du Soldat,” 
1875—next to Victor Hugo's, un¬ 
doubtedly the greatest poems in¬ 
spired by the French war. In 1877 
he published a play , n L* IEelnian," 
followed by "La Moabite," the 
former of which was acted with great 
success. M. Derouledo possesses a 
wide knowledge of German lite¬ 
rature, and lias contributed some 
valuable criticisms on Goethe and 
Klopstock. At the same time he 
detests Germany; he is the chair¬ 
man of the so-called "Patriotic 
League," and licis for over preach¬ 
ing "La Revanche." He lately 
made a tom- in Russia, to stir up 
anti-German feeling.

DERVISH PASHA, a Turkish 
general and diplomatist, was born 
in the year 1228 of the Hegira 
(1817), at Eyoub, a suburb of Con¬ 
stantinople, where Ms father exer¬ 
cised the functions of an Imam and 
primary school teacher. At the ago 
of twcivohc entered tho preparatory 
School of Engineering which had 
boon recently founded by the Sultan 
Mahmoud. He was one of the 
young Turks sent to Europe by that 
monarch to make special studies 
(1837). After spending several 
years in England, he proceeded to 
Paris, whero he attended from 1839 
to 1812 tho lectures in the School 
of Mines. On his return to his 
native country ho was nominated 
Engineer-in-Chief of the mines of 
Rohan and Argana, in Asia Minor, 
and afLerwards Professor of Che¬ 
mistry and Physics in the Military 
School of Constantinople. At a 
somewhat later date he became 
Director of the same school, with 
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the rank of General of Brigade. 
He was advanced to the grade of 
General of Division in 1849, and 
was appointed Ottomnn Commis¬ 
sioner for settling the frontier line 
between Turkey and Persia. On 
Ms return from this mission, which 
lasted nearly four years. Dervish 
was sent to the Danubian Princi¬ 
palities (1834) in the capacity of 
Plenipotentiary, in order to rein¬ 
state tho Hospodars, Hirbey and 
Gliika. The following year he was 
appointed chief commander of all 
the military schools of the Turkish 
empire; and at the beginning of 
the year 1856 ho was delegated by 
the Porte to attend the great coun¬ 
cil of war which had been sum¬ 
moned to assemble in Paris. After 
the treaty of March 30 he was 
nominated Commissioner of the 
Porto for the rectification of the 
frontiers of Bessarabia. When tho 
new Sultan Abd-ul-Aziz created in 
Turkey a Special Administration 
of Minos and Forests, ho entrusted 
the direction of it to Dervish Pasha 
(Aug. 1SG1), Tho following year 
Dervish Pasha was engaged in the 
militftryoperations which took place 
in Montenegro, and iu concert with 
Husein Pasha, ho compelled, by a 
series of successful encounters iu 
the field, the Prince Nicholas and 
his father Miako to sign the peace 
of Scutari in Aug. 1862. In Fob. 
18G6, he was sent to Syria as special 
commissioner charged with the 
pacification of the Lebanon. In 
the Russian war of 1878 Dervish 
Pasha was engaged in the military 
defence of Batouin, then besieged 
by the Russians, under Prince 
Mirsky. The siege was effectually 
repulsed j hut it was finally stipu¬ 
lated by the treaty of peace con¬ 
cluded at Constantinople that Bn- 
toum should be ceded to Russia. 
The civil governor of Batoum, how¬ 
ever, iaeitod by the LaziB, 10,000 
of whom were in arms, to defend 
the place, refused to surrender it 
to the enemy; and it became the 
task of Dervish. Pasha to put down 
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the Ltizisj and to deliver Batoum 
over to the Russians. Two years 
later, in I860, he was called upon 
to perform a very similar act in the 
case of Dulcigno. The Albanian 
League were in arms to prevent the 
delivery of that Adriatic seaport 
to Montenegro in accordance with 
the decision of the European Con¬ 
ference. The repugnance of Turkey 
to execute this promise was at last 
overcome either by the naval de¬ 
monstration in the Adriatic, or by 
a menace of the seizure of the 
Customs revenues at Smyrna ; and 
Dervish. Pasha was then sent with 
a large Turkish force to put down 
the Albanian League. On April 20, 
1881, the opposition of the Alba¬ 
nians wttB completely crushed by 
the decisive victory he gained over 
10,000 troops of the League ; and 
the rebellious Beys of Albania were 
mulcted in heavy sums of money 
with which the Porte was content. 
At the beginning of June, 1882, 
a week before the deplorable riot 
and massacre at Alexandria, the 
Sultan of Turkey sent Dervish 
Pasha as special commissioner to 
Egypt to settle the dispute between 
the Khedive, Tewfik Pasha, and 
Arabi Pasha, leader of the military 
party, who had again forced him¬ 
self on the Khedive as Minister of 
War. 

DESCHAREL, Emile Martin, was 
born at Paris, November 14, 1819, 
and, nftev a brilliant course of 
study at tlic College Louis-le- 
Grand, was appointed Professor of 
Rhetoric at the College of Bourges. 
Shortly afterwards he returned in 
the same capacity to Paris. Ho 
wrote successively for the Revue 
Independanie , the Revue des Deux 
Mondes , and the National , and 
several remarkable articles on lite¬ 
rary oriticism for La Liberty de 
Pen&er. To this last-named jour¬ 
nal he also contributed a series of 
essays an politics and social philo¬ 
sophy, entitled w Oatholicisme et 
Socialisme,” and in consequence 
was cited to appear before the | 


Council of Public Instruction, and, 
in spite of an eloquent appeal, was 
suspended from all his oifices ; He 
then gave his entire energies to 
the republican press. On Dec. 2, 
1851, he was arrested, imprisoned 
for some time, and finally banished. 
Until 1850 lie resided in Brussels, 
when he returned to France and 
became one of the editors of the 
Journal des Debate, In 18G0 he 
joined the staff of the National, 
At the general elections of Eeb., 
1876, M. Deschanol waB returned 
for the Seine, and after the act of 
May 1G, 1877, ho was one of the 
3GS deputies who refused a vote 
of confidence in the Broglie 
ministry. He is the author of

DE STAAL, Georges, entered the 
diplomatic service as Secretary of 
Embassy at Constantinople. He 
subsequently became minister to 
the Court of Wilrtemberg, and 
was thence transferred to London 
as Russian Ambassador in July, 
1884. He, with M, Lessor as 
special coadjutor, had the manage¬ 
ment of the delicate diplomatic 
negotiations that attended the de¬ 
spatch of the Afghan Frontier 
Commission, the “ unfortunate in¬ 
cident” of Penjdeh, &c.; and those 
also which followed the various 
crises in Bulgarian affairs, 1885-G. 

DE VERE, Aubrey Thomas, a 
poet nnd political writer, third sou 
of the late Sir Aubrey de Vere, 
Bart., of Curragh Chase, co. Limer¬ 
ick, was horn in 1814, and educated 
at Trinity College, Dublin. He 
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haB published " The Waldenses ; 
or the Fall of Fora: a lyrical tale/* 
1812; "The Search after Proser¬ 
pine, Recoilectious of Greece, and 
other Poems,” 1813; "Poems, Mis¬ 
cellaneous and Sacred/* 1853; "May 
Carols/* 1857 and 1881; "The 
Sisters; Inisfail; and other Poems/* 
1801; " The Infant Bridal, and 
other Poems/* a selection from his 
poetry, 1801; •' Irish Odes and other 
Poems/* 1S09; "The Legends of 
St. Patrick,* 1872; "Alexander 
the Great, a Dramatic Poem/* 1871; 
" St. Thomas of Canterbury, a Dra¬ 
matic Poem/* 1870 ; " Legends of

DEVON (Earl of), The Right 
Hon, William Reginald Courtenay, 
was born April 15, 1807, and 
succeeded his father March 19, 
1859. He was educated at West¬ 
minster and Christ Church, Oxford, 
was a Fellow of All Souls* College, 
Oxford, and is an Honorary D.C.L. 
of that University. Ho was 
called to the bar in 1832, and re¬ 
presented South Devon from July, 
1841, till Jan. 1849. In the last- 
mentioned year he was appointed 
a Poor-Law Inspector, which office 
he held until the latter part 
of 1850. From 1850 to 1859 Lord 
Devon was Secretary of the Poor- 
Law Board. He waB Chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancaster in Lord 
Derby’s third administration, from 


July, I860, to May, 1807, and 
President of the Poor-Law Board 
from the latter date to Dec. 1808. 

DEVONSHIRE (Duke of), Sir 
William Cavendish, K.G., F.R.S., 
D.C.L., grandson of the late Earl 
of Burlington, was born April 27, 
1808, and educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated M.A. as second wrangler 
and Smith’s prizeman in 18*9, 
in which year he was returned 
as one of tho members for the 
University of Cambridge. Rejected 
by this constituency in 1830, Lord 
Cavendish was returned for Maldon, 
and represented North Derbyshire 
from 1832 till he succeeded to the 
title of Earl of Burlington in May, 
1834. Lord Burlington, who was 
Chancellor of the University of 
London from 1836 to 1856, suc¬ 
ceeded his cousin in the dukedom, 
Jan. 17, 1856. His grace was ap¬ 
pointed Lord-Lieutenant of Derby¬ 
shire in 1858, and succeeded the 
late Prince Albert as Chancellor 
of the University of Cambridge in 
1802. The (hike has done much 
to improve and develop his pro¬ 
perty at Eastbourne and Barrow- 
in-Furness ; imd, like his prede¬ 
cessor, he is a great patron of the 
fine arts and of literature. He 
has taken little part in politics, 
but he recently accepted *the posi¬ 
tion of chairman of the Irish 
Loyal and Patriotic Union. His 
eldest son is the Marquis of Har- 
tington.

DUKE, Sir Charles Wentworth, 
Bart., was born at ChelBea, Sept, i, 
1843, being the son of the late Sir 
Charles Wentworth Dilke, and 
grandson of Charles Wentworth 
Dilke, the critic, both of whom 
were noticed in previous editions 
of this work.

| The result of those journeyings 
was the publication of "Greater 
I Britain; a Record of Travel in 
1 English-speaking Countries during 
, 1866-7," 2 vols., 18G8—a work 
i which, treating the new subject of 
the influence of race on government, 

I and of climatic conditions upon 
‘ race, had perhaps the greatest 
success that ever attended the 
publication of an author's first 
work. It passed through four 
editions in a single year in Eng¬ 
land, and, having been repitbliBhed 
by two firms in America, has also 
passed through a still larger num¬ 
ber of editions there. One of its 
results was the election, in 1808, of 
its author, who is in politics a 
Radical, to represent the new 
borough of Chelsea, He was re¬ 
turned at the head of the poll, and 
by a majority of nearly two to one 
over Dr, W. H, Russell, and was at 
that time the youngest man who 
ever represented a metropolitan 
constituency. Jn Parliament ho 
chiefly speaks upon foreign, Indian, 
and colonial affairs. Sir Charles 
Dilke has succeeded his father and 
grandfather in the proprietorship 
of the Alhenceum, and is understood 
to have at one time followod his 
grandfather^ example in assuming 
the editorship himself. Ho is 
also the proprietor of No tea and 
I Queries, and the principal proprie- 
i tor of the Gardeners’ Chronicle . 
Having in 1871 been attacked for 
holding Republican opinions, he 
admitted publicly that ho had 
, always preferred a Republican 
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form of government to constitu¬ 
tional monarchy. His re-election 
at Chelsea was in consequence 
violently opposed in Feb. 1874, but 
he was again returned at the head 
of the poll. Also in 1874 he pub¬ 
lished an anonymous satire, the 
authorship of which remained a 
secret for four months. It was 
called "The Fall of Prince Florestan 
of Monaco,” and passed through 
three editions, and was translated 
into French. In 1873 he published 
the works of his grandfather, with 
a memoir,under the title of' r Papers 
of a Critic.” In the same year he 
again went round the world, and 
wrote on China and Japan in the 
monthly magazines. His chief 
legislative achievements have been 
the creation of School Boards, 
directly elected by the ratepayers 
(in place of committees of boards of 
guardians, as proposed by Mr. W. 
E. Forster), by an amendment of 
the Education Bill; the conferring 
of the municipal franchise on 
women; the abolition of the bar¬ 
barous penalty of drawing and 
quartering ; and, in 1878, the ex¬ 
tension of the hours of polling at 
parliamentary elections in the me¬ 
tropolis by the measure known as 
rr DilIce’s Act/' On the formation 
of Mr. Gladstone’s administration 
in May, 1880, Sir Charles Dilke 
was appointed Under-Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs. In 
1881-2he was chairman of the Royal 
Commission for the Negotiation of 
a Commercial Treaty with Franoe, 
which sat for many months in con¬ 
ference with the Frenoli Govern¬ 
ment High Commissioners both in 
London and at Paris. In Dec. 1882, 
he was made President of the Local 
Government Board (with a seat in 
the Cabinet), in succession to Mr. 
Dodson, who had been transfeiTed 
to the Chancellorship of the Duchy 
of Lancaster. In 1883 Sir Charles 
Dilke had charge of the Unre¬ 
formed Corporation Bill, In 1884 
he was appointed ohairman of the 
Eoyal Commission on the Housing 


of the Working Classes. In 1885 
he had charge of the Bill for the 
Redistribution of Seats. At the 
general election of 1885, he was 
again returned for Chelsea (re¬ 
duced borough), but in 188G was 
defeated by Mr. Whitmore, the 
Conservative candidate. In 1885 
Sir Charles Dilke married Mrs. 
Mark Pattison, widow of the late 
rector of Lincoln College, Oxford. 
In this and the next year his name 
was prominently before the public 
in connection with the case of 
Crawford v. Crawford. 

DILKE, Margaret Mary, born in 
1857, is the eldest daughter of 
T. Eustace Smith, late M.P. for 
Tynemouth. She lived as a child 
at Gosforth House, Ncwcastle-on- 
Tyne, was educated at Orleans, and 
passed the public examination for 
French school-mistresses. She mar¬ 
ried, in 1876, Ashton W. Dilke 
(second son of the late Sir C. 
Wentworth Dilke), who became 
M.P. for Newcastle 18S0, and died 
1.883 at Algiers. In 1878 Mrs. Ashton 
Dilke became an activo member of 
the Women’s Suffrage Society; 
and she has delivered speeches 
and lectures on the subject all 
over England. She wrote, in 1885, 
a hook on the subject as part of 
the " Imperial Parliament Series/ 5 
edited by Sydney Buxton, M.P. 
Mrs. Dilke became, in 1883, trustee 
for the Weekly Dispatch newspaper, 
over the policy and arrangements 
of which she had since then kept 
a general control. She has been 
active in the promotion of many 
schemes for the improvement of 
the position of women; and is on 
the councils of many Working 
Men’s and Radical clubs. 

DILLON, John, M.P., second 
son of the late Mr. John Blake 
Dillon (M.P. for Tipperary, and 
one of the rebels of 7 18), was born 
in 1851, and eduoated at the 
Catholic University of Dublin, 
where he was distinguished for 
his proficiency in mathematics. 
He afterwards studied medicine. 
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and became a licentiate of the Royal 
College of Surgeons of Ireland. 
In 1880 lie was returned as mem¬ 
ber for Tipperary, but in March, 
1883, was obliged to resign liis 
seat on account of ill-liealth. 
During his parliamentary career 
lie was one of Mr. TarnelVs most 
active supporters, and on Feb. 2, 
1881, was the first member "sus¬ 
pended” on the occasion of the 
suspension of the whole Parnellite 
party. He was twice imprisoned 
as a " suspect ” under Mr. Forster. 
At the general election of 1885 he 
was returned unopposed for East 
Mayo; and in 1886 for North 
Mayo. Mr. Dillon is an enthu¬ 
siast, whose sincerity has never 
boen questioned j and his elo¬ 
quence, when he cares to speak 
(which is not often), is of a high 
order. 

DILLMANN, Christian Friedrich 
August, Ph.D„ D.D., was born 
April 25, 1823, at Illingen, in the 
district of Maulbronn, in Wfir- 
tomberg, and educated in the gym¬ 
nasium at Stuttgart, aud the Lower 
Evangelical Theological Seminary 
at Schonthal. From 1810 to 1811 
lie studied philosophy. Oriental 
philology, and theology, in the 
University and in the Higher 
Theological Seminary at Tubingen. 
In the autumn of 1814 he passed 
the first theological official exa¬ 
mination, nnd then devoted 
another year to the study of the 
Oriental languages. In 1815 he 
became a parish vicar in Tersheim, 
in the district of Yuihingen in 
Wurtemberg. From 184C to 1818 
lie made a scientific tour, visiting 
the libraries in Paris, and in 
London nnd Oxford, where he 
received from the authorities of 
the libraries the proposal that lie 
should draw up catalogues of their 
JEthiopic MSS. In April, 1848, 
having returned to Wurtemberg, 
he became Repetent in the Theo¬ 
logical Seminary at Titbingon, and 
discharged at the same time as 
such the professorate of Old Testa¬ 


ment Exegesis in the university 
for the four years, during which, 
through the departure of Ewald, 
the office was vacant. In 1853 he 
became Private Docent in the 
Theological Faculty of the Univer¬ 
sity of Tubingen; nnd in 1853 was 
nominated by the King a Professor 
Extraordinary in the same Faculty. 
After filling various posts at Kiel 
and Giessen, lie became Professor 
in Ordinary of Old Testament Exe¬ 
gesis, in the Theological Faculty of 
the Molropolitical University of 
Berlin, which office he still holds. 
In May, 1840, he graduated as M.A. 
and Ph.D. in tho University of 
Ttibingen. In Oct. 1862, Professor 
DUlmann received the honorary de- 
groe of D.D. from tho University 
of Leipsic, The learned Profossor 
has written or edited: " Catalogue 
Codicum MSS. Orientalium qui in 
Musco Britannico asservautur. Pars 
III. codices JEthiopicos contincns,” 

1847 j "Catalogue codicum MSS, 
Bibliothecra Bodleianso Oxoniensis.

1848 j “ The Boole of Enoch trans¬ 
lated and explained,” 1853 j " The 
Book of the Jubilees or the little 
Genesis translated from the JElhi- 
opic and elucidated by Observa¬ 
tions,” and #r The Christian Adam- 
book of the Orient translated from 
the JEthiopic,” both in Ewuld J s 
JdhvbucU der hihlischcn Wisscnsch afi . 
Dr. Dillmann has also undertaken 
to edit the Old Testament in JEthi¬ 
opic. Of this splendid work several 
portions have already boon issued. 
In 1859 Professor Dillmann edited 
the Book of Jubilees in JFtliiopic. 
Already in 1857 this indefatigable 
Orientalist had published his 
"Grammar of the JEthiopic Lan¬ 
guage ” j and in 1865 followed his 
great work, tho "Lexicon Lingueo 
JEthiopicie cum Iudice Latino” 
(Leipsic), in large quarto size with 
1522 columns of letterpress. In 
1866 came his ff ChresLomathia 
JEthiopica edita ct glossario expla- 
nata,” and in 1809 liis commentary 
on the Book of Job, or "Job newly 
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Explained," for the third edition 
of tlio “ Brief Exogetical Hand- 
hoot Profcasor Dillinann’ s other 
works arc too numerous to bo men¬ 
tioned here. Ho is a correspond¬ 
ing member of tho Poyal Society 
of Sciences in Gottingen, and a 
Chevalier of the first class of the 
Order of Merit of Philip the Mag¬ 
nanimous of Hesse, 

DITTMAB, William, an eminent 
chemist, horn April 14, 1833, at 
Umstadt, near Darmstadt, was edu¬ 
cated at the Polytechnic School of 
Darmstadt. He passed his exami¬ 
nation there as apothecary (phar¬ 
maceutist) in 1850. Subsequently 
he studied at Heidelberg under 
Bunsen, who appointed him to an 
as&ifatantship in his laboratory. 
Afterwards he became assistant to 
Dr. H. E. Koscoe in Owens Col¬ 
lege, Manchester. Prom 18G1 to 
I860 he was Chief Assistant in the 
chemical laboratory of the Univer¬ 
sity of Edinburgh, In March, 
■1873, he was appointed Assistant 
Lecturer in Owens College; and 
in Sept. 1871, Professor in Ander¬ 
son's University, Glasgow. Pro 
lessor Dittimir hna published 
numerous chemical papers on 
original researches, lie is also 
the author of articles in Watt’s 
Dictionary, and in Liebig's “ Hand- 
worterbuch," and of part of Juhrca- 
hrricht fiber die Fortschritte der 
Chemie for 1870. 

DIXOH, The Rev. Biohard Watson, 
was born in London, 1833, and 
educated at King Edward's School, 
and at Pembroke College, Oxford. 
After being ordained, he became 
Curate of St. Mary-the-Less, Lam¬ 
beth, in 1858, and Second Master 
of the High School, Carlisle, 1SG3 j 
ho was made lion. Canon of Carlisle 
in 187J, accepted tho Vicarage of 
Hay ton 1875, and the Vicarage of 
Warkworth in 1883. While at 
Oxford ho btartod the Oxford and 
Oamh'i ulge Magazine in conjunction 
with Mr. Burne-Jones and Mr, 
William Morris, advocating pre- 
Kaphaelite principles. In 1861 he 


published “ Christ's Company and 
Other Poems," followed in 18G3 by 
“ Historical Odes.” In 1873 he 
gained the second Peek Prize for 
an essay on the " Maintenance of 
the Church of England as an 
Established Church.” He has 
since been occupied in writing a 
“History of the Church of Eng¬ 
land," vol. i., 1877, vol. ii., 1880, 
vol. hi., 1885. In 1883 he published 
<e Mono, a Poetical History," and 
in 1881 “Odes and Eclogues,” tho 
latter being printed at the private 
press of the Kev. Henry Daniel, of 
Oxford. In 1885 Canon Dixon was 
invited to stand for tho Poetry 
Professorship at Oxford, but with¬ 
drew bis candidature before the 
election. 

DOBSON, Henry Austin, son of 
Mr. George Clarisse Dobson, civil 
engineer, was born at Plymouth* 
Jan. 18, 1810. At the age of eight 
or nine he was taken by his parents 
to Holyhead, in the island of 
Anglescn j ho was educated at 
Beaumaris, at Coventry, and finally 
at Strashurg, whenco he returned, 
at the age of sixteen, with the 
intention of becoming a civil engi¬ 
neer. It was decided, however, 
that he should enter the Civil 
Service, and accordingly, in Dec. 
185G, he was appointed to a clerk¬ 
ship in tho Board of Trade, where 
he has remained ever since, He 
has been a first-class clerk for some 
years. When Mr, Anthony Trollope 
first started his magazine, St . Paul’s, 
in 1868, Mr. Dobson was one of the 
authors whom he first introduced 
to the public. In 1873 Mr. Dobson 
first collected hie scattered lyrics 
in a volume dedicated to Mr. 
Trollope, and entitled “ Vignettes 
in Rhyme, and Vers de Societe.” 
Tt was followed by “Proverbs in 
Porcelain" in 1877. A selection 
from these two volumes was pub¬ 
lished at New York in 1880, and 
dedicated to Dr. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. This was reprinted in 
England in 1883, under the title 
of “Old-World Idylls,” which has 
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since "been succeeded by a com¬ 
panion volume, "At the Sign of 
the Lyre,” 1885. Mr, Dobson is 
also tlio author of a "Life of 
Hogarth,” in the " Biographies of 
Or eat Artists,” 1879; and of a 
chapter on "Illustrated Boohs,” 
in the " Library ” by Andrew Lang 
("Art at Homo Series”), 1881. 
For the " Parchment Library,” he 
has edited "Eighteenth Century 
Essays,”1882; "Gay’s Fables,” 18S2; 
and "The Vicar of Wakefield,” 
1883 j for the Clarendon Press lie 
has edited ‘Beaumarchais’ "Lo Bar- 
bicr de Seville,” 1884; and "Selec¬ 
tions from Steele,” 3S85. He was 
also one of the contributors to 
Ward’s " English Poets,” 1880 • 
to which he supplied the critical 
sketches of Prior, Pracd, Gay, and 
Hood. Mr. Dobson has also con¬ 
tributed to the Cornhill , Blackwood^ 
Century, Gentleman’s, Good Words, 
and other magazines. He was one 
of the first to introduce the French 
forms of verse now so popular in 
England and America— i.e. 3 ron¬ 
deau, ballade, villanclle, and so 
forth, and he contributed a chapter 
on these forms to Mr. Davenport 
Adams’ " Latter Day Lyrics.” Mr. 
Dobson also wrote " Life of Field¬ 
ing ” for Macmillan’s " English 
Men of Letters,” the series edited 
by Mr. John Morley; and he has 
written along study of Bewick, the 
artist and wood-engraver, for the 
Century Magazine, which has since 
been republished under the title of 
" Thomas Bewick and his Pupils,” 
1884, He is now (1886) engaged 
upon a "Life of Steele” for Messrs. 
Longman’s "English Worthies.” 

DOBS ON, William Charles Thomas, 
B.A., was bom at Hamburg in 
1817, where his father was an 
English merchant. He soon showed 
a great taste for drawing, and be¬ 
gan his studies from the antique 
in the British Museum about 1831, 
and was admitted a student of the 
Boyal Academy in 1836. In 1843 
he was appointed head master of 
the Government School of Design 


at Birmingham. In 1815 ho re¬ 
signed this office and paid a visit 
to Italy and Germany. He was 
elected an Associate of the Boyal 
Academy in 1860, and became an 
Academician in Jan. 1872. In 1870 
he was elected an Associate of the 
Society of Painters in Water Co¬ 
lours, and in IS75 a member of tlie 
same society.

DOIXINGER, John Joseph Igna- ment, although he was, on April

1872 the King of Bavaria decorated 
Dr. Bollinger with the Order of 
Merit, and the University of Edin¬ 
burgh conferred upon him the 
honorary degree of LL.D. He was 
appointed President of the Royal 
Academy of Science at Munich in 
succession to Baron Liebig, in May, 
1873. Early in the following year 
the Emperor rewarded him lor his 
opposition to the Catholic party by 
conferring upon him the Order of 
the Hod Engle, second class. Dr. 
Dullinger presided over the “ Old 
Catholic ” conference convened at 
Bonn, in Sept. 1874; when it ap¬ 
peared that his views on ecclesias¬ 
tical subjects had been greatly 
developed since his rupture with 
the Church, as lie frankly declared 
that he and his colleagues did not 
consider themselves bound by the 
Council of Tient. Ho also intro¬ 
duced a declaration, which was 
adopted unanimously, that the 
Eucharistic celebration in the 
Church is not a continuous repeti¬ 
tion or renewal of the great pro¬ 
pitiatory Sacrifice. Among Dr.

DOMETT, Alfred, O.M.G., son of 
Mr. Nathaniel Domett, was born 
at Camberwell Grove, Surrey, May 
20,1811. He matriculated at Cam¬ 
bridge in 1829 as a member of St. 
John’s College, but after three 
years’ residence he left the univer¬ 
sity without graduating. In 1832 
he published a volume of poems. 
He then travelled in America for a 
couple of years, and after his return 
to London about 1836-7, he contri¬ 


buted some poetical effusions to 
Blackwood*sMagazine, One of theso, 
rf A Christmas Hymn/’ was greatly 
admired, and has boen frequently 
reprinted. Hr. Domett afterwards 
spent two years in Italy, Switzer¬ 
land, and other continental 
countzies. Ho was called to the 
bar at the Middle Temple in 1841. 
Having purchased some land of the 
New Zealand Company, he went 
among the earliest settWs to New 
Zealand, in May, 1S42. On the in¬ 
troduction of the New Constitution, 
framed by Lord Gray in 1818, Mr. 
Domett was appointed Colonial 
Secretary for the province of New 
Munster, and in 1851 he became 
Secretary for the whole of New 
Zealand. Later he resigned both 
these offices, and for a time ac¬ 
cepted an inferior appointment, 
though with far more arduous 
duties, as Commissioner of Crown 
Lands, and Rosident Magistrate at 
Hawke’s Bay. Afterwards lie was 
chosen to represent tlze town of 
Nelson in the House of Represen¬ 
tatives, and in 1800 lie was re¬ 
elected to the Barne post. In 18G2, 
when affairs in New Zealand were 
in a most critical position, Mr. 
Domett was called upon to form a 
Government, and ho succeeded in 
doing so. After the resignation of 
his Government, he was appointed 
Secretary for Crown Lands, with a 
seat in the Legislative Counoil j 
and to this there was added the 
post of Commissioner of Old Land 
Claims. In 18G5 he became Re- 
gisti’ur-General of Land, and five 
years afterwards he was requested 
to undertake the Administration of 
Confiscated Lands. Eor the signal 
services rendered by him to the 
colony of New Zealand, he was 
created a Companion of the Order 
of SS. Michael and George (I860). 
He retired from public duties in 
1871, and returned to England. 
Soon after reaching this country 
he published " Eanolf and Amohia, 
a South-Sea Day Dream” (1872), a 
poem descriptive of the scenery of 
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New Zealand, and of the habits, 
legends, and character of the Maori 
inhabitants. In 1877 he published 
a volume of poems, under the title 
of "Flotsam and Jetsam, Rhymes 
Old and New.” His other works 
are "Venice,” a poem (1839); 
"Narrative of the Wairau Massa¬ 
cre,” published by the New Zealand 
Company (1813); " Petition to the 
House of Commons for the Recall 
of Governor Fitzroy,” published 
by the same company; and "Ordi¬ 
nances of New Zealand, classified,” 
published by the New Zealand 
Government (1850). Mr. Domett 
is commonly identified with the 
" AVaring ” of Mr. Browning’s 
famous pooin. 

DONALDSON, James, M.A., 
LL.D., F.R.H.E., horn April 20, 
1831, at Aberdeen, was educated 
at the Grammar School aud Mona¬ 
chal College and University in 
Aberdeen, New College in London, 
and the University of Berlin. He 
was appointed Greek tutor in Edin¬ 
burgh University in 1852, Rector 
of the High School of Stirling in 
185*4, Classical blaster in the High 
School of Edinburgh in 1850, Rector 
of the same school in I860, and 
Professor of Humanity in the Uni¬ 
versity of Aberdeen in 1881, and 
Principal of the United College of 
St. Salvator and St. Leonard in St. 
Andrews University in 1886. Ho 
has published a " Modern Greek 
Grammar for the use of Classical 
Students,” 1853; "Lyra Grsaca: 
Specimens of the Greek Lyric Poets 
from Callinus to Soutsos,” with 
Critical Notes and a Biographical 
Introduction, 1854; "Critical His- 
tory of Christian Literature and 
Doctrine from the Death of the 
Apostles to the Nicene Council,” 
3 vols., 1864-66; " The Ante-Nicene 
Christian Library,” edited by him 
in conjunction with the Rev. Alex¬ 
ander Roberts, D.D., 24 vols., 18G7- 
72; the article " Greek Language ” 
in Kitto’s " Cyclopedia,” 3rd edit.; 
" Lectures on the History of Edu¬ 
cation in Prussia and England, and 


on kindred topics,” 1874; the article 
"Education” in Chambers’ "In¬ 
formation for the People,” 1874; a 
paper " On the Expiatory and Sub¬ 
stitutionary Sacrifices of the 
Greeks,” read before the Royal 
! Society of Edinburgh,May 17,1875; 
and articles on the Characters of 
Plautus, on the Position of Women 
in Ancient Greece, and on Univer¬ 
sity Reform in the Contemporaiy 
Review. Besides these, he edited 
the MuB6u,m s or English Jourrt«7 of 
Education, for several years; and 
he has contributed to the "Ency¬ 
clopedia Britannica,” and Edin¬ 
burgh Review , Scottish lie view, and 
other periodicals. 

DONALDSON, Thomas Leverton, 
Ph.D., Emeritus Professor ol* 
Architecture in University College, 
London, member of the Institute 
of Franco, aud numerous other 
foreign academies of the fine arts, 
and ex-President of the Royal In¬ 
stitute of British Architects (1864), 
the son of an architect, was born 
October 17, 1705. Early in his 
professional life he pursued his 
studies for five years in France, 
Italy, and Greece, and became a 
writer, and afterwards a lecturer, 
on architectural subjects,—a branch 
of learning in which his name 
stands deservedly high. He is the 
author of numerous works; among 
which the most remarkable are, 
" A Collection of the most approved 
Examples of Door-ways, from 
ancient and modem Buildings in 
Greece and Italy,” 1833;" Pompeii 
Illustrated,” 1837; "The Temple 
of Apollo Epicurus at Bassa, with 
other antiquities of Peloponnesus, 
illustrated,” in the supplementary 
volume of Stuart’s Athens, 1838; 
"Architectural Maxims and Theo¬ 
ries/* 1847; ts Architectura Numis- 
matica,” 1859; besides numerous 
articles in the Transactions of the 
Royal Institute of British Archi¬ 
tects, and various pamphlets; a 
"Handbook of Specifications, or 
Practical Guide to the Architect 
and Surveyor,” i860. On his re- 
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tirement from tlie Professorship at 
London University College in 1864, 
his professional l>rethren and pupils 
struck a medal “to commemorate 
his long and zealous services in 
promoting the study of architec¬ 
ture/ 1 and two silver impressions 
are given annually as prizes in the 
classes of architecture and con¬ 
struction at that college. He was 
architect of Trinity Church and 
University College Hall., Gordon 
Square j of Brompton Church, Lon¬ 
don ; of various houses, churches, 
schools, &c., in the country ; and of 
the Flaxman Hall and Library, 
University College. He was 
awarded the Royal Gold Medal of 
the R.I.B.A. in 1831, and a great 
gold medal of honour at the French 
Universal Exhibition, 1855. The 
King of the Belgians conferred on 
Professor Donaldson the rank of 
Chevalier of the Order of Leopold 
in 1872, 

DORNER, Isaac August, D.D., 
a Lutheran divine, born at Neuhau- 
sen-ob-Eck (Wurtemberg), June 
20, 1809, after completing his 
Btudios at Tubingen, returned to 
his native village, and officiated as 
curate under his father, who was 
pastor of the parish. He subse¬ 
quently visited Holland and Eng¬ 
land, in order to make himself 
acquainted, by personal observation, 
with the condition of the Protestant 
sects in those countries; and since 
then he has occupied in succession 
tho chairs of Divinity at Tubingen 
(1838), Kiel (1839), Klinigsberg 
(1810-49), Bonn (1847), and Berlin. 
He is a Councillor of the Upper 
Consistory. Dr. Dorner is well 
known as a contributor to Herzog’s 
" Encyclopiidie fur protestantische 
Theologie/’ and as the author of 
sevoral theological works, the prin¬ 
cipal one being entitled f f The His¬ 
tory of the Development of the 
Doctrine of the Person of Christ/’ 
Stuttgart, 1839; 2nd edit., 2 vols., 
1854. An English translation, by 
D, W. Simon, was published in 2 
vols., 1859, and forme the 10th and 


11th volumes of Clark’s tf Foreign 
Theological Library/’ His “ His¬ 
tory of Protestant Thoology, par¬ 
ticularly in Germany, viewed ac¬ 
cording to its Fundamental Move¬ 
ment, and in connexion with tho 
Religious, Moral, and Intellectual 
Life/’ luts been translated into 
English by the Rev, George Rob¬ 
son, M.A., and Sophia Taylor, 2 
vols., Edinburgh, 1872 s Dr. Dor¬ 
ner is co-editor of the Jahrbiicher 
filr deutsche Theologie . 

D0U0ET, Camille, Secretary of 
the French Academy, born at 
Paris, May 16, 1812, studied law, 
and, for bodio time, practised as a 
notary. His earlier dramas were 
produced at tho Odeon with con¬ 
siderable success. “Un Jeune 
Homme/’ 1841; “ L’Avocat de sa 
Cause/’ 1842 \ “Le Dernier Ban¬ 
quet/’ 1817- " Ennciuis do la 

Maisou,” 1850, was reproduced at 
the Theatre Fran?ais in 1834, “ Le 
Fruit Defendu,” 1857. These 
were, in 1838, published under tho 
title of 11 Comedies en Vers.” In 
1833 M. Douceb was named Divi¬ 
sional Chief of Theatres, and in 
this capacity wub charged with 
supreme direction of tho Imperial 
Theatres of Paris and the Depart¬ 
ments. He was elected a member 
of the French Academy, April 7, 
1805, in tho place of Alfred de 
Vigny/and on March 30th, 187G, 
replaced M. Patin as pcrpotual 
secretary. He has been sevoral 
times elooted Member of the 
Council-General of Tonne for the 
district of Yilleneiive-1’Archev^que, 
and ho is a commander of the 
Legion of Honour. 

DOUGLAS, The Hon. and Right 
Rev. Arthur Gascoigne, Bishop of 
Aberdeen and Orknoy, is the 
youngest son of George Sholto, late 
Earl of Morton, by Frances Theo¬ 
dora, eldest daughter of tho late 
Right Hon, Sir George Henry 
Rose, G.C.B., of Sandhills, Hants. 
He was born in January, 1827. 
He graduated at University Col¬ 
lege, Durham, taking his B,A. 
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degree in 1849, aiul proceeding 
M.A. in 1S50, in which year he was 
ordained deacon by Dr. Maltby, 
Bishop of Durham. He was ad¬ 
mitted into priest’s orders by the 
Bishop of Worcester, in 1851. 
Having held for a short time the 
curacy of Kidderminster, Mr. Dou¬ 
glas was appointed in 1855 to the 
rectory of St. Olavo, Southwark, 
and in the following year was col¬ 
lated to the Rectory of Scaldwell, 
Northamptonshire, which living he 
held till 1872, when he accepted 
the vicarage of Shapwick, in the 
diocese of Salisbury. On May 1, 
1883, he was consecrated, in the 
church of St. Andrew, Aberdeen, 
to the Scottish Episcopal Bishopric 
of Aberdeen and Orkney, in suc¬ 
cession to the late Bishop Slither. 
He married, in 1855, Anna Maria 
Harriett, youngest daughter of the 
late Mr. Richard Richards, of 
Caerynwch, Merionethshire. 

BORG-1 AS, Robert Kennaway, 
was born Aug. 23, 1838, at Lark- 
bear House, near Ottery St. Mary, 
Devon, and educated at a private I 
school at Bath, and at the Bland- 
ford Grammar School. He was 
appointed by the Foreign Office 
Student Interpreter in the China 
Consular Service in 1858 ; in 1SG0 
he became Secretary to the Allied 
Commission for the Government 
of the City of Canton ; was tempo¬ 
rarily attached to Her Britannic 
Majesty's Legation at Peking in 
18G1; was the same year appointed 
Interpreter on the staff of General 
Sir Charles Staveley, K.C.B.; and 
was appointed Acting Vice-Consul 
at Taku in 18G2, which post he held 
until his return to England on 
leave in 1801. In the following 
year he resigned his appointment 
in the Consular Service in order 
to take up the post of Assistant of 
the Upper Section of the 1st class 
in the Library of the British 
Museum, with special charge of 
the Chinese and Japanese Libraries • 
he was promoted to the office of 
Assistant Keeper in 1880, with the 


additional charge of the Sub-De- 
purtment of Maps; and was ap¬ 
pointed Professor of Chinese at 
King*B College, London, in 1873. 
Professor Douglas is the author of 
"Two Lectures on the Language 
and Literature of China," 1875 j 
‘ f The Life of JenghizKhan," 1877; 
r * Confucianism andTaouism,’ 1 1879; 
“ China," 3882, He was honorary 
Secretary to the International 
Congress of Orientalists during 
the session in London in 1874, and 
edited the fr Proceedings; ** he also 
represented England at the session 
held at St. Petersburg in 1876. 
He compiled and edited a catalogue 
of the Chinese books and manu¬ 
scripts in the British Museum, 
which was printed by order of the 
Trustees in 187G j and he further 
edited ft catalogue of the Printed 
Maps, Plana, and Charts in the 
British Museum, which was pub¬ 
lished in 1885. He is the author 
of several articles on China and 
the Par East,in the now edition of 
the fr Encyclopedia Britannic a ; ” 
he has also contributed linguistic 
and other articles relating to the 
samo subjects in the periodicals 
of the day. Professor Douglas is 
a governor of Dulwich College. 

B0TJG1AS, Sir William Fettes, 
P.R.S.A., son of Mr. James Doug¬ 
las, banker, of Edinburgh, by 
Martha Brook, grand-niece of Sir 
William Fettes, Bart, (founder of 
the Fettes College), was bom at 
Edinburgh March 29, 1822, Ho 
received his education at the Uni¬ 
versity of Edinburgh, At the age 
of twenty-one he first exhibited at 
the Royal Scottish Academy, and 
since that period ho has continued 
regularly to send his works to the 
annual exhibitions. In 1877 he 
was appointed principal Curator of 
the National Gallery of Scotland, 
which post he resigned on being 
elected President of the Royal 
Scottish Academy, Jan. 30, 1882. 
He was knighted by the Queen at 
Windsor, May 17,1882, 

BOUGLASS, Frederick, was bom a 
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slave (of a white father), at Tucka- 
hoe, Maryland, about 1817. When 
about nine years old, big master 
“ lent ” him to one of his relatives, 
from whom be received kind treat¬ 
ment, and learned to read and 
write. In 1832 he was purchased 
by a Baltimore shipbuilder, and 
employed, first as a waiter on the 
workmen, and afterwards as a ship- 
caulker, paying his owner three 
dollars a week, and retaining the 
remainder of his earnings. After 
serving in this way for some years, 
he made his escape in Sept. 1838, 
and reached New Bedford, Massa¬ 
chusetts. Encouraged by William 
Lloyd Harrison in bis efforts at 
self-education, he Boon developed 
such power as an orator, that the 
opponents of slavery felt that ho 
could serve their causo as a public 
lecturer. In 18 U he was employed 
by the American Anti-Slavery 
Society as one* of their lecturers, 
and soon drew crowds to hear his 
ortraitures of slavery. In 1815 
e published “My Bondage and 
my Freedom,” an autobiography, 
which he re-wrote and enlarged in 
1855, and again in 1881. In 1859 
he camo to England, where his 
eloquence attracted great atten¬ 
tion. His friends here raised 
J3150, which was sent to his former 
master, and his legal emancipation 
thereby secured. After some years 
he removed to Rochester, New York, 
whero ho established two weekly 
newspapers. He was often consulted 
by President Lincoln in regard to 
the interests of the coloured, race. 
In 1870 he started, at Washington, 
a journal entitled The New National 
Era. In 1871 lie was appointed 
Secretary of the Commission to 
Santo Domingo, and upon his 
return was made a member of the 
Territorial Council of the District 
of Columbia. In 1872 he was 
chosen a Presidential Elector for 
the State of New York; and from 
1877 to 1831 was U, S. Marshal 
for the District of Columbia. He 
was subsequently appointed Com¬ 


missioner of Deeds for the District 
of Columbia, but was removed by 
President Cleveland in March, 
1886. A few months afterwards 
he visited England a second time. 

DOVER, Bishop of. See Parry, 
Dr. 

DOW, Neal, an ardent advocate 
of total abstinence, was born in 
Poitland, Maine, in 1801, of Quaker 
arentage. While a member of the 
tate legislature in 1851 he secured 
the passage of what is known as 
the f * Maine Law,” which prohibits, 
under severe penalties, Lhc sale of 
all intoxicating liquors. In 1881 
this provision was incorporated 
into the Constitution of the State. 
He has been twice mayor of his 
native city, and served in the 
Civil War as a brigadier-general 
of volunteers, commanding in the 
department of the Gulf, holding at 
different timeB three separate com¬ 
mands. He wns twice wounded 
and once taken prisoner, when he 
was confined for eight months be¬ 
fore an exchange could be effected, 
He resides at Portland. 

DO WREN, Edward, LL.D,, was 
born in Cork in 1813. He was 
educated by private teachers, and 
at Queen's College, Cork, and 
Trinity College, Dublin. He ob¬ 
tained in Trinity College the Vice- 
Chancellor's prizes in English 
Verso and English Prose; was 
elected President of the Philo¬ 
sophical Society; and gained the 
first Senior Moderatorsliip in 
Logic and Ethics (1803). Ho 
was for two years a student in 
Divinity. In 1866 ho went to re¬ 
side in Exeter, but returned next 
year to compete for the Erasmus 
Smith's Professorship of Oratory 
in the University of Dublin. This 
he gained by examination, and he 
was subsequently elected to the 
Professorship of English Litera¬ 
ture.

Coupee/' “Lg Crime de 1'Opera/'

DRBOIS-FIGALLE, Paul, one of 
the greatest of living sculptor 
was horn at Nogent-sur-Seine, 18 
July, 1829. He was destined by 
liis father for the legal profes¬ 
sion, hut his artistic tastes con¬ 
strained him to devote himself 
to sculpture, and he went to 
Paris to become the pupil of the 
sculptor Tonasuint,with whom he re¬ 
mained three years. In 1859ho wont 
to Italy, and in I860, executed at 
Florence, the model for “ St. John 
a Child/' which was finished at 
Rome, exhibited at the Salon of 
1863, and is now at the Luxem¬ 
bourg, togother with ‘ f A Florentine 
Singer of the Fifteenth Century." 
This last is in silvered bronze, 
and through its many reproduc¬ 
tions in smaller size has become 
very popular. M. Dubois has also 
studied painting, and has executed 
fine portraits and beautiful copies 
of old masters, but has been a very 
irregular contributor to the Salon 
exhibitions. In 1873 he was 
appointed keeper of the Luxem¬ 
bourg Museum, and director of the 
£cole des Beaux-ALrts, May 30, 
1878. Elected a member of tho 
Acad£mie des Beaux-Arts in 1S76, 
he was one of the Jury of Ad¬ 
mission for the selection of sculp¬ 
ture at the Exposition of 1878, 


< DR BOIS-REYMOND, Emil Hein¬ 
rich, Ph.D., Member and Per¬ 
petual Secretary of the Imperial 
Academy of Berlin, Imperial Privy 
Councillor, Professor in Ordinary 
of Physiology in tho University of 
Berlin, and Director of the Physio¬ 
logical Apparatus and of the 
Physiological Laboratory, was 1 torn 
at Berlin, Nov. 7, 1818. In 1851 
Dr. Du Bois-ltuymond, who by his 
researches in the department of 
Animal Electricity lias rendered 
the most important services to 
science, was elected a Member of 
the Imperial Academy. In 1858 ho 
was nominated Professor of Physio¬ 
logy in the University, and after¬ 
wards was made a Perpetual Secre¬ 
tary of tho Academy. He has 
written “ Investigations on Animal 
Electricity ” (vol. I., 1818, vol. II., 
Pfc. I., 1819, Pfc. TL, I860) i “ De 
fibres lnuscitlaris roactione ut 
chemicis visa eat acida," 1859; and 
other learned works. 

DR CAMP, Maxims, son of n 
distinguished French surgeon, 
Theodore Joseph Du Camp (who 
died in 1824), was born at Paris, 
Feb. 8, 1822. On leaving college 
he travelled extensively in the East 
in 1844-45, and again in 1849-51, 
During his last journey, he made a 
large collection of photographic 
negatives and scenes in Egypt, 
Nubia, Palestine, and Asia Minor, 
which ho has since published in 
connection with descriptive texts, 
in several volumes. In 1831 ha 
was one of the five founders of the 
Revue de Paris, and he contributed 
to it, both in prose and verse, -until 
its suspension in 1838. Besides his 
works of travel in the East, he has 
published “Les Chantsmodernes/' 
poems, 1855} “Mes Convictions/' 
poems, 1858; “En Hollands, let- 
tree & un ami," 1859; “ Expedition 
des Deux Sioiles/' 1861 j “ Paris, 
ses organes, ses fonctions,et savie/' 
6 vols., 1869-75, his most important 
work, and “L'Attentat Fieschi,” 
y 2 
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1877, being an account of the 
attempt, which as a school-boy of 
twelve, he chanced to witness, that 
was made by Fieselii in the Boule¬ 
vard du Temple on the life of 
Louis Philippe, July 28, 1835. 
" Ilistoiro ct Critique.—Etudes sur 
la Revolution Franeaise,” 1877 i 
“ Les Convulsions do Paris,” 1878- 
80 j “ Souvenirs littcrairos,” 1882 ; 
tf La Charito privee a Paris,” 1885. 
M. Du Camp lias been an officer of 
the Legion of Honour since 1853. 
He was elected a member of the 
French Academy Feb. 2(i, 1880, in 
the room of M. St. Ren6 Taillandier, 
partly as a mark of gratitude on 
the part of the Conservatives for 
his crushing history of the Com¬ 
mune, called ff Les Convulsions dc 
Paris.” 

DU CANE, Sir Edmund Frederiok, 
K.C.B., son of Major Richard 
Du Cane, by Eliza, daughter of 
Thomas Ware, Esq., of Woodfort, 
near Mallow, eo. Cork, was bora at 
Colchester, Essex, in 1830. He 
was educated at the Military Aca¬ 
demy, Woolwich, and obtained his 
commission as second Lieutenant in 
the Royal Engineers Doc. 19,1848. 
In 1850 he was appointed to assist 
in preparing for and carrying out 
the Great Exhibition of 1851, and 
he appears in the list of the Staff 
as assistant secretary to the jurors 
and assistant superintendent of the 
foreign side. At that time Lord 
Grey was forming a convict estab¬ 
lishment in Western Austi*alia to 
carry out a system embodying all 
the improvements which nearly a 
century of experience had sug¬ 
gested, and a company of Sappers, 
to which Lieutenant Du Cane was 
appointed, was sent out to assist in 
the operation. He was mado a 
magistrate of the colony and a 
visiting magistrate of convict 
dep6ts, and directed the labour of 
the convicts, who were employed 
in developing the communications 
of the colony, In July, 1856, he 
was attached to the War Depart¬ 
ment for Bpecial service, and after 


being engaged for some time in con- 
noxiozi with the design and sani¬ 
tary arrangement of baiTacks, was 
employed on the dosign of the large 
works of defence undertaken under 
the auspices of Lord Palmerston. 
Among other works, the fortifica¬ 
tion of the western heights at 
Dover and the long line of works 
which protect the dockyard at 
Plymouth on the iand side have 
been carried out on plans sub¬ 
mitted by him to the Defence Com¬ 
mittee. In Feb. 1851, he had 
been promoted to be first lieutenant, 
and on the iGth of April, 1858, he 
became second captain. In July, 
18G3, he was appointed by Sir 
George Grey a director of Convict 
Prisons when tbe Board was recon¬ 
structed after the death of Sir 
Joshua Jcbb, and when the report 
of the Royal Commission on Penal 
Servitude suggested considerable 
modifications in the convict system. 
He was at the same time appointed 
by Lord Ripon to ho Inspector of 
Military Prisons. In 18G9, Captain 
Du Cane was made Chairman of 
Directors of Convict Prisons, Sur¬ 
veyor-General of Prisons, and In¬ 
spector-General of Military Prisons. 
In July, 1872, he was promoted to 
ho Major, and on Dec. 11, 1873, to 
he Lieutenant-Colonel, having also 
in the same year been made a Com¬ 
panion of the Bath. The Emperor 
of Brazil has conferred on him tho 
Order of the Rose. In Doc, 1878, 
he was promoted to be Colonel. 
In July, 1877, bo was created a 
E.C.B., and mado Chairman of the 
Prison Commissioners, appointed 
by Royal Warrant under the 
Prisons Act, 1877, to undertake the 
difficult task of reorganising and 
administering the county and 
borough prisons, which from April 
1, 1878, came under the control of 
the Government. He is tho author 
of various articles in magazines, and 
also of a book on the “ Punishment 
and Prevention of Crime.” (Mac¬ 
millan). 

DU OHAIIXU, Paul Belloni, was 
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bom in Paris, July 31, 1835. Hie 
father was a trader on the west coast 
of Africa, whither Paul went at an 
early age, and where he acquired a 
knowledge of the languages and 
inodes of life of the neighbouring 
tribes, also devoting much attention 
to natural history. In 1852 he went 
to the United States with a cargo 
of ebony, and published a series of 
papers on the Gaboon country. In 
1855 he returned to Africa, and 
spent about four years exploring 
the then unknown region lying two 
degrees on each sido of the equator, 
penetrating to about longitude 11° 
15' E. During this time he shot 
and stuffed a great number of birds 
and animals, among which were 
several gorillas, a species probably 
never before seen by any European. 
He returned to Hew York in 1859, 
taking with him a large collection 
of native arms and implements, and 
numerous specimens in natural his¬ 
tory, which wei’e publicly exhibited, 
and many of which were afterwards 
purchased by the British Museum. 
The history of this expedition was 
published under the title c f E xplor a- 
tions and Adventures in Equatorial 
Africa ” (18G1; revised edition, 
1871). A sharp controversy arose 
concerning the truthfulness of this 
hook, and to vindicate himself Du 
Chaillu again visited Africa in 
1863, where he remained until 18G5, 
He published on account of this ex¬ 
pedition under the title “ A Journey 
to Ashango Land"(1867). He spent 
several subsequent years in the 
United States, where he lectured 
frequently, publishing in the mean¬ 
while a series of books for the 
young, in which the salient points 
of his adventures wore narrated, 
with perhaps some embellishments. 
This series comprises: " Stories of 
the Gorilla Country'* (1868), “Wild 
Life under the Equator" (I860), 
“ Lost in the Jungle" (I860), “My 
Apingi Kingdom" (1870), and “ The 
Country of the Dwarfs" (1871). 
Subsequently he made a journey 
to Sweden, Norway, Lapland, and 


Finland, which he described in 
“The Land of the Midnight Sun," 
1881. He resides at New York. 

DUCKETT, Sir George Floyd, 
Bart., F.S.A., son of the late Sir 
George Duckett, Bart., F.R.S. (the 
translator from the German of Mi- 
chaelis's “Burialand Resurrection 
of our Saviour," of Herder on the 
“ Revelation of St. John/’ of “Lu¬ 
ther's Preface to St. Paul's Epistle 
to the Romans," &c.) j horn March 
27, 1811, was educated at Harrow, 
and Christ Church, Oxford. He 
served for some years in the army, 
both in the cavalry and infantry, 
and succeeded to the title on his 
father's death, June 15,185G. He 
is the author of a “ Technological 
Military Dictionary in German, 
English,and French," for which he 
has received the," Great gold medal 
of Science ” from the Emperor of 
Austria; a goldmedal from the Em¬ 
peror of the French; and another, 
“ the Great gold medal of Science 
and Art," from the late King of 
Prussia. Sir George is the author 
of a genealogical work entitled 
“ Duclieliana," which forms a valu¬ 
able and important addition to the 
county histories of Westmoreland, 
Wiltshire, and Cambridgeshire. 
He has also edited the “Test Act 
and Penal Law Returns in 1687-8" 
for the entire counties of England 
and Wales. 

DUCKHAM, Thomas, was born 
Sept. 26, 1816, at Shirehampton, 
near Bristol,and was educated at the 
village school, and afterwards at 
Hereford and Bristol. He began 
his agricultural career at Warhaxa 
in 1819, when, on the severe de¬ 
pression following the Repeal of 
the Corn Laws, lie agreed for his 
farm upon a corn-rent regulated 
by the corn averages under the 
Tithe Commutation Act. Five 
yearB later he removed to his 
present holding, Baysham Court, 
near Ross. Here he took an active 
interest in the game question, and 
frequently drew attention to the 
evils arising from excessive pre- 
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servation. In 1857 lio purchased 
the copyright of the ff Hereford 
Herd Book/' and was its oditnr for 
20years, at the end of which time he 
gave ifc up on account of ill-health. 
In I860 he presided at the fir3t two 
meetings in London for the forma¬ 
tion of the Central and Associated 
Chambers of Agriculture, and from 
that timo forward devoted so nmcli 
timo and labour to the interests of 
the agricultural classes that he was 
invited to stand for Herefordshire 
in 1880, when he was elected with 
no canvassing expenses, and again 
returned for North Herefordshire 
in 1885. Many of the reforms for 
whioh Mr. Duckham had long agi¬ 
tated became law in the parliament 
of 18S0, such as a better system 
for obtaining Corn Returns, the 
Ground Game Act, the Repeal of 
the Malt-Tax. Mr. Duckham has 
been a member of the Council of 
the Bath and West of England 
Association since 1863, and is a 
member of the Council of the 
Sinithfield Club. At the general 
election of 1886 he was defeated by 
Mr. Biddulph, Unionist-Liberal. 

DTTCKW0RTH, The Rev. Robin¬ 
son, D.D., second son of Robinson 
Duckworth, Esq., a Liverpool mer¬ 
chant, bom in 1831, was elected to 
an open scholaiship at University 
College, Oxford, in 1853, and gradu¬ 
ated B.A. in first-class classical 
honours in 1857; he was afterwards 
elected a Follow of Trinity, and was 
Assistant Master at Marlborough 
Collego from 1858 to 1800, and 
Tutor of Trinity College from 18G0 
to 1SG6. In 1801 he was appointed 
Examining Chaplain to the late 
Bishop of Peterborough, and in 18GG 
was selected by her Majesty as in¬ 
structor to his Royal Highness 
Prince Leopold. In 1807 he was 
appointed Governor to his Royal 
Highness, and held that post for 
three years. On hia retirement in 
1870 he was appointed Chaplain in 
Ordinary to the Queen, and pre¬ 
sented to the crown living of St. 
Mark's, Hamilton Terrace, N.W. 


He waB appointed a Canon of 
Westminster in succession to tho 
late Rev, Charles Kingsley in 
March, 1875. In the same year 
he was appointed Honorary Chap¬ 
lain to the Prince of Wales, and 
in that capacity accompanied Iris 
Royal Highness on his visit to 
India. 

D TJ C L E R C, Charles Theodore 
Eugene, a French statesman, was 
bom at Bagncres-de-Bigorres 
(Hautes-Pyrom'cs), Nov. 9, 1812. 
He went to Paris to finish his 
studies, and to find a means of 
livelihood, and obtained a situation 
as a Cf reader ** in the office of Le Bon 
Sens in 1836, and was soon raised to 
the position of one of the principal 
editors of that journal. In 1838 
he transferred his services to the 
Revue dn Prog re s, and at the same 
time he assisted in editing tho 
Dictionnaire PoliLigne. He became 
attached in 1810 to the staff of tho 
National , and for a period of six 
years he contributed to that journal 
a remarkable series of articles on 
the railway question, besides nu¬ 
merous communications on political 
economy and finance. He left the 
National in 18 J6, and remained in 
retirement until the events of the 
year 1848 brought him again into 
public life. On Feb. 25, 1818, he 
was appointed deputy to tho Mayor 
of Paris, M. Gamier-Pages, with 
whom ho was soon afterwards 
transferred to the Ministry of Fi¬ 
nance, in the capaciLy of Under¬ 
secretary of State. Being elected 
to the Constituent Assembly by tho 
department of the Landes, ho was 
a few days afterwards (May 10) 
appointed Minister of Finance in 
succession to M. Gamier-Pagts, 
who had resigned that office on his 
nomination as a member of the 
Executive Commission. Ho was 
one of the representatives who dis¬ 
played the most energy in presence 
of the rising of the 15th of May. 
During the troublous days of 
June he exposed himself to great 
danger on several occasions, and

afterwards he vigorously opposed 
the measures relating to the stats 
of siege, and transportation with¬ 
out trial; and, finally, he pro¬ 
tested against the adoption of 
those measures, retiring at the 
same time from office. Up to the 
end of the session he continued to 
take an active share in the work of 
legislation j bnt as soon as the 
Constituent Assembly had decreed 
its dissolution, he returned to 
private life, devoted much of his 
time to his favourite studies, and 
turned his attention to industrial 
pursuits. Summoned to Spain as 
one of the administrators of the 
canal works, in connexion with 
the river Ebro, he was placed at 
the head of the establishment of 
the Spanish Credit Mobilier. He 
was residing near Bayonne when 
he was elected as a representative 
to the National Assembly (Feb. 8, 
1871) by the departments of the 
Landes and the Basses-Pyrenees j 
he chose to sit for the latter con¬ 
stituency. As a member and pre¬ 
sident of the group of the Repub¬ 
lican Left, he took part in the 
deliberations of the Budget Com¬ 
missions, and spoke frequently on 
financial topics. In 1875 he was 
elected Vice-President of the 
National Assembly, and on Dec, 10, 
in the same year, he was elected a 
Senator for life. He followed the 
same line of policy in the new 
Senate, of which lie was elected 
Vice-President, and he refused to 
vote the dissolution demanded by 
the De Broglie ministry in June, 
1877. When the De Freycinet 
ministry was hurled from power in 
consequence of its Egyptian policy, 
the " Ministry of Affairs ** succeeded 
under M. Duclerc (Aug. 7, 1882), 
and watched the proceedings of the 
English in the dominions of the 
Khedive with ill-concealed distrust. 
To all that was done or proposed it 
offered a passive resistance, on the 
ground that England was bound to 
secure for France everything that 
France declined to secure for her¬ 


self. The Dual Control, howover, 
had been condemned, not by Eng¬ 
land, but by events and the judg¬ 
ment of Europe, and its final dis¬ 
appearance loft M. Duclerc in his 
attitude of hopeless protest. The 
fall of liis ministry was precipitated 
by the manifesto which Princo 
Napoleon issued about the middle 
of Jan. 1883. The Prince was 
promptly arrested as an enemy of 
the Republic, and the alarm of the 
legislature found expression in a 
Bill for expelling from the country 
all pretenders to the throne of 
France. At the end of a month 
the ministry of M. Duclerc fell 
through sheer weakness, and was 
succeeded by that of M. Fnllirres, 
which released Prince Napoleon, 
endured for a fortnight, and then 
disappeared, to make room for the 
ministry of M. Ferry. 

BUFF, The Right Hon, Sir Mount- 
stuart Elphinstone Grant, Gr.C.S.I., 
son of the late Janies Cuninghame 
Grant Duff, Esq., of Eden, Aber¬ 
deenshire (formerly Resident at 
Sattara, and author of " The His¬ 
tory of the Mahrattas ”), by Jane 
Catherine, only child of the late 
Sir Whitelaw Amalie, M.D. He 
was horn in 1829, and educated at 
Edinburgh, and at Balliol College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 
in 1850, and proceeded M.A. in 
1853. He was called to the bar at 
the Inner Temple in 1854, having 
obtained a certificate of honour 
and a studentship in the preceding 
year. He entered the House of 
Commons in Dec. 1857, as member 
for the Elgin district of burghs, 
and he continued to represent that 
constituency in the Liberal interest, 
till July, 1881, He was appointed 
Under-Secretary of State tor India 
in Dec, 1SG8, and he held that 
office till the downfall of Mr. Glad¬ 
stone's administration in Feb. 1874* 
On the formation of Mr. Gladstone's 
second administration in May, 
1880, he was appointed Under¬ 
secretary of State for the Colonies, 
and sworn of the Privy Council, 
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This office he resigned., together 
■with his seat in Parliament, in 
July, 1881, on being appointed 
Governor of Madras in the place 
of the late Mr. William Patrick 
Adam. During his successful ad¬ 
ministration of this great province, 
Sir M. E. Grant Duff: made several 
tours from end to end of the Presi¬ 
dency in order to see with his own 
eyes what required to be done. In 
1886 lie resigned the Governorship, 
and was succeeded by Mr. Bourke. 
Sir M. E. Grant Duff was Lord 
Rector of the University of Aber¬ 
deen from 18G6 to 1872. He is the 
author of “ Studies in European 
Politics j" * Elgin Speeches; w 

"A Political Survey;" and other 
works. He married, in 1851), Anna 
Julia, only child of Mr. Edward 
Webster, of Ealing, Middlesex. 

DtfFFERIN (Earl of), The Right 
Hon. Frederick Temple Blaokwood, 
K.P., G.C.B., G.C.M.G., Viceroy of 
India, is the only son of Prico, 
fourth Baron Dufferin, by Helen 
Selina, eldest daughter of the late 
Thomas Sheridan, Esq. (bbo re¬ 
married in 18G2 the Earl of Gifford, 
and died in 1867). From Eton 
School hie lordship was sent to 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he 
took his degree. He succeeded to 
Mb father's title, July 21, 184-1, 
while still in his minority j and 
for some years he was a lord-in¬ 
waiting on the Queen undei* Lord 
John Russell's first administration, 
and again in 1854-—58. Accom¬ 
panied by a friend he went from. 
Oxford to Ireland at the time of 
the famine in 1846—47, and on his 
return published an account of his 
experiences under the title of 
“Narrative of a Journey from Oxford 
to Skibbereen, during the year of the 
Irish Famine/' In Feb., 1855, he 
was specially attached to the mission 
undertaken by Lord John Russell 
to Vienna. In 1859 he made a 
yacht voyage to Iceland, a well- 
known narrative of which expedi¬ 
tion he published in the following 
year under the title of “Letters 


from High Latitudes." He was 
sent to the East by Lord Palmer¬ 
ston in I860, as British Commis¬ 
sioner m Syria, for the purpose of 
prosecuting inquiries into the mas¬ 
sacre of the Christians there, in 
which capacity he acted with great 
firmness. For Mb services on that 
occasion he was nominated on his 
return a H.C.B. (civil division). 
He was Under-Secretary of Stato 
for India from 1864 to the early 
part of 18GC, and Under-Secretary 
for War from the latter date Lo the 
following June. On the advent of 
Mr. Gladstone to power in Deo., 

1878, he was nominated Chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancaster and 
Paymaster-General, and he held 
that office till April, 1872, when ho 
was appointed Governor-General of 
the Dominion of Canada. In the 
Bummor of 1870 his lordship, who 
was accompanied by Lady Dufferin, 
made a most successful tour through 
British Columbia, whore much dis¬ 
content had prevailed in conse¬ 
quence of a belief that the condi¬ 
tions had been broken on which 
that remote province had joined 
the Dominion of Canada, He held 
the post of Governor-General of 
Canada till Oct. 1878, when ho was 
succeeded by the Marquis of Lome. 
In May, 1878, he was elected 
President of the Royal Geographi¬ 
cal Society, and in the following 
month he attended the Harvard 
University Commemoration, when 
the honorary dogreo of LL.D. was 
conferred upon him.

DUMAS, Alexandra, the younger, 
son of the late M. Alexandre Davy 
Dumas, novelist and dramatic 
writer, was bora in Paris, July 28, 
1821, and received his education in 
the College Bourbon, where he dis¬ 
tinguished himself, He was early 
introduced into the society of lite¬ 
rary meu, actors and actresses, and 
was conspicuous for his wit and 
precocity. At the age of seventeen 
he composed a collection of poems, 
“ Les Peches do Jeunesse,” a work 
of small literary merit. He tra¬ 
velled with his father in Spain and 
in Africa, and on his return wroto 
" Los Avontures de Quatre Femmes 
et d’un Perroquet,” published in 
1816-7, He had early the Bense to 
perceive that he could not excel as 
a poet, and has succeeded best as a 
dramatic writer, by his objective 
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instincts, and a microscopical 
power of delineating and magnify¬ 
ing the worst side of society in his 
dramas. He may be said to belong 
to the sensuous school of French 
literature. His principal work of 
fiction, " La Dame aux Camt'lias,” 
became one of the best-known pro¬ 
ductions of the day. A dramatic 
version was played in 3852, after 
having been interdicted by M. 
Leon Fauoher, and, reproduced in 
Verdi’s opera "La Traviata,” 
created a still greater sensation, 
M. Dumas, who has written many 
dramatic pieces, is considered by 
the public the greatest living 
dramatist of the Demi-monde. A 
new comedy from his pen, entitled 
" Les I does de Madame Aubray,” 
was produced at Paris early in 
1867. His " Visite de Noces ” was 
brought out at the Gymnase Dm- 
matique, Oct, 10, 1871, and "La 
Princes9e Georges” at the same 
theatre on Dec. 2,1871. In 1872 
he published a pamphlet entitled 
" L’Homme-Femme,” which caused 
a sensation. It repeated the thesis 
of his novel "L’Affaire Cltfinen- 
ceau,” and a dramatic version of it 
was produced at the Gymnase, 
Jan. 16, 1873, under the title of 
" La Femme de Claude.” M. Du¬ 
mas was installed as a niembor of 
the French Academy, Fch. 11,1873, 
His drama, "Joseph Balsamo,” 
based on his father’s roinonco of 
" Cagliostro,” was represented for 
the first time at the Odoon Tlioatro, 
March 18, 1878. Ho published in 
1880, "Les Femmes qui tuent et 
les Femmes qui votent ” ; in 1881, 
" La Princesse de Bagdad ” j and 
in 1886, "Denise.” 

DU MAUBIER, George Louie 
Palmella Busson, artist, was horn 
March G, 1834, and educated in 
Paris, but is a British subjeot. His 
grandparents on his father’s side 
were emigres from France during 
the Eeign of Terror. He came over 
to England at the age of seventcon, 
and studied chemistry under Dr. 
Williamson at University College* 
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London. Afterwards lie studied 
painting in Paris under the famous 
M. Gloyre, also in Antwerp and 
Dusseldorf. He first "began to draw 
on wood in England for Once a 
Wceh, afterwards for Punch and 
the Qornhill Magazine , and subse¬ 
quently he joined the Punch staff. 
Since that time his weekly draw¬ 
ings havo made him one of the best 
known and most admired of con¬ 
temporary artists. Mr, Du Maurier 
has illustrated " Esmond/' " The 
Story of a Feather,” Thackeray’s 
"Ballads/’ and many other books. 
He is also an Associate of the Itoyal 
Society of Painters in Water 
Colours. A special exhibition of 
his works was held at the rooms of 
the Pine Art Society in 1885, 
DUMICHEN, Johannes, Egypto¬ 
logist, born October 15, 1833, at 
Wissliolz, near Grossglogau, in 
Silesia, is the son of a clergyman. 
Having studied the Egyptian lan¬ 
guage and antiquities under Prof. 
Lepsius, in Oct. lbG2,he went upon 
an archeological expedition to 
Egypt, under the auspices of the 
Prussian government. When there, 
he extended his travels to Nubia 
and the Soudan, and spent several 
years altogether in the Nile valley. 
In 18G8 he went to Egypt a second 
time at the command of the King 
of Prussia, and added considerably 
to the number of his photographs 
of the monuments. The results of 
these travels appeared in a splendid 
work published at Berlin in 2 vols,, 
18G9-70. The opening of the Suez 
Canal affordod him a third oppor¬ 
tunity of visiting the Nile coun¬ 
tries at the special invitation of 
the Khedive. On this occasion he 
acted os the cicerone of the Prussian 
Crown Prince on his travels through 
Egypt, Besides the work already 
referred to should be mentioned 
his" Baukunde der Tempelanlagen 
von Dendera” (Leipzig, I 860 ); 
" Geographische Ineckriften" (2 
vols., Leipzig, 1865-60, and a vol. 
of text); "Altngypt. Kalendarin- 
chr iften” (120 plates, Leipz.,1866); 
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" Altngypt. Tompeliubchriften” (2 
vols., Leipzig, 1867 ) 5 « Die Flotte 
einer iigypt. Konigin ” (33 plates, 
with text, Leipzig, 1868, and simul¬ 
taneously in English, having been 
translated by the author's wife, who 
is an Englishwoman); " Historische 
Inschriften altagypt. Denkinnler” 
(2 vols., fol., Leipzig, 1807 - 60 ); 
" Eine altagypt. Getreiderech- 
nung” (Leipzig, 1S70), besides 
numerous contributions to Lepsius 
and Brugsch’s "Journal for the 
Egyptian Language and Antiqui¬ 
ties." Herr Dumichen is now Pro¬ 
fessor of Egyptology at Strasburg. 

DttMMLER, Ernst Ludwig, a 
German historian, was bom at 
Berlin Jan. 2 , 1830, studied at 
Bonn and Berlin, and settled in 
1855 at Halle, where he was ap¬ 
pointed Extraordinary Professor of 
History in 1858, and ordinary Pro¬ 
fessor in 1866. He is a member of 
the Academy of Munich, and since 
1871 he has been an ordinary mem¬ 
ber of the Historical Commission 
of Munich. He was elected a cor¬ 
responding member of the French 
Academy of Sciences March 30, 
1882. Among his works we may 
mention :—" ThoPilgrim of Passau, 
and the Archbishopric of Lorch,” 
185i; "On the Early History of 
the SlavB in Dalmatia/’ 1850;“ The 
Formulary of Bishop Saloino III. 
of Constance/’ 1857; "History 
of the Kingdom of the Eastern 
Franks/’ 2 vols., 1862-65, his prin¬ 
cipal work, which was " crowned ’* 
with two prizes ; " Auxilius and 
Bulgarins/’ I860; "Anselm the 
Peripatetic/’ 1872; and "The 
Emperor Otho the Great,” 1876. 

DUNCAN, Colonel Francis, C.B., 
Boyal Artillery, and M.P. for the 
Holbom Division of Finsbury* was 
bom in 1836, and educated at the 
University of Aberdeen, where he 
graduated M.A. with honours in 
1835. He subsequently received 
from this University the degree of 
LL.D., and from the University 
of Durham the degree of D.C.L. 
When quartered in Canada he was 
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admitted ad eundem by King’s 
College and University, and pro¬ 
ceeded to the degree ot“ D.C.L. by 
examination. Ho is a Fellow of the 
Geological, Royal. Geographical, 
and Anthropological Societies, 
Colonel Duncan joined the Royal 
Artillery in 1853, and attained his 
present rank in 1885. Ho has held 
many important staff appointments, 
and among others hu organized 
and commanded the new Egyptian 
artillery in 1833-81-85. He received 
the Order of tho Osmanlieli from 
H.H, the Khedive. He was Com¬ 
mandant at "Wady Haifa during 
the Nile Expedition, and received 
the war medal and clasp, and Com¬ 
panionship of the Rath. He is tho 
author of the " History of the 
Royal Artillery/’" The English in 
Spain,” “The Royal Province of 
New Scotland/* and many pamph¬ 
lets on military and colonial topics. 
He may he considered the father— 
as he is the constant advocate—of 
the St. John Ambulance Associa¬ 
tion. Colonel Duncan first entered 
Parliament in 1885, and was again 
returned for Holborn in 188G. 

DUNCAN, James Matthews, M.D., 
F.R.S.E., bom April 29, 182G, at 
Aberdeen, was educated at the 
Grammar School of Aberdeen, Ma- 
rischal College and University, 
spent one winter at the University 
of Edinburgh, and the next at the 
Medical School of Paris. He was 
formerly a member of Council of 
the Royal Society of Edinburgh, 
and is at present a member of 
Council of the Royal College of 
Physicians, Dr. Duncan took an 
active and intimate part in the dis¬ 
covery of the anesthetic property 
of chloroform in 1817, contributing 
largely to tho diffusion of know¬ 
ledge regarding itj and was the 
means of extending the operation 
of the "Medical Benevolent Fund M 
to Scotland. In i860 he began, 
with a few others, tho Edinburgh 
Royal Hospital for Sick Children, 
which is now in successful opera¬ 
tion, and is one of the largest and 


best hospitals of tho kind in the 
world. Dr. Duncan began, in 1833, 
to lecture on mid wif ery,and diseases 
of women and children, in connec¬ 
tion with the Surgeons’ Hall Medi¬ 
cal School i in 1870 he was a candi¬ 
date for tho chair of Midwifery in 
tho University of Edinburgh, when 
his claims wore supported by 420 
former and present pupi] s. In con¬ 
sequence of his not getting the chair 
much public indignation wjib ex¬ 
cited against the patrons, and a 
meeting was hold in London, of 
those interested in the Univorsity 
of Edinburgh, to recommend and 
procure a change in the method of 
electing professors. In 1877 ho was 
offered the offices of obstetric phy¬ 
sician and lecturer in SL. Bartholo¬ 
mew’s Hospital, Loudon, which ho 
accepted, and lie accordingly came 
to reside in London. Among his 
works are a treatise "On Perime¬ 
tritis and Parametritisi ” "Re¬ 
searches in Obstetrics $ ” " Fecun¬ 
dity, Fertility, Sterility, and allied 
topics"On the Mortality of 
Childbed and Maternity Hospi¬ 
tals ; ” " Contributions to the Me¬ 
chanism of Natural and Morbid 
Parturition.” 

DUNCKI/EY, Henry, was born 
at Warwick, Dec. 21, 1823, and 
educated at the Baptist College, 
Accrington, and the University of 
Glasgow, where he graduated M.A. 
in 1818. in the same year ho became 
minister of the Baptist Church, 
Great George Street, Salford, re¬ 
tiring from that position in 1855, 
to undertake tho editorship of tho 
Manchester Em miner and Times , of 
which he became a co-proprietor 
a few years later.

DURAND, Alice Marie Celeste, 
French authoress (who writes 
under the name of Henry Groville), 
was bom in Paris, Oct. 12, 18J2. 
She was carefully educated at 
home, and when, at the age of 
fourteen, she accompanied her 
father. Prof. Fleury, to St. Peters¬ 
burg, she was familiar with several 
modern languages. She soon began 
to publish novels and stories on 
Russian life and character, and 
continued writing after her mar¬ 
riage with M. Durand, a French 
professor of law. In 1872 she re¬ 
turned to Franco, and began to 
write for the hevue des Dew 
Mondes, Figaro , Le Temps, and other 
periodicals and papers. Under the 
name of Henry Grdville she has

DURAN, Carolus, French painter, 
was bora at Lillo, July 4,1837, He 
received his oarly art education at 
the Municipal School in his native 
town, and in 1853 went to Paris 
and spent much time in copying 
again and again " La Joconde/’ at 
the Louvre. He gained the Wicar 
travelling scholarship and went to 
Italy, and at Rome painted "La 
Priere du Soil*,” exhibited at the 
Salon in 1805. For " L’Assnssim'/’ 
1800, he was awarded his first 
medal. This picture and a portrait 
of M. Ed. Roynart was purchased 
by tlio Government for tho Museum 
at Lille. M. Duran resided for a 
year in Spain, and tho influence of 
Velasquez is clearly seen in his St. 
Francis of Assisi, exhibited at tho 
Paris Salon in 18OS. But the fame 
of Carolus Duran rests principally 
on his portraits, which ore very 
numerous, and executed with a 
power and dush which are undeni¬ 
able, whatovor we may think of 
their refinement or grace. Among 
them may bo mentioned that of 
Emile de Girardin, thoso of his 
daughters, and the equestrian por¬ 
trait of Mdlle. Croizetto, tho well- 
known actress (Mme. Duran). Ho 
is a Chevalier of the Log ion of 
Honour, and of the order of 
Leopold. 

DURHAM, Bishop of. (See Lioht- 
:foot, Dr.). 

DURNFORD, The Right Rev, 
Richard, D.D., Bishop of Chi¬ 
chester, eldest son of tho Rev, 
Richard Durnford, rector of Good- 
worth Clatford, Hampshire, by 
Louisa, daughter of Mr. William 
Mount, of Wasing Place, Berkshire, 
was born at Sondleford, Berkshire, 
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in 1802. He received his education 
at Eton, where he was a contributor 
to the celebrated Etonian, of which 
the late Mr. Winthrop Mackworth 
Praed was editor; and many of his 
Latin verses appear in the "Mus© 
Etonenses.** He passed in due 
course from Eton to Oxford, and 
was elected successively a Demy 
and a Pellow of Magdalen College, 
where he took his B.A. degree in 
1S20, obtaining a first class in 
classical honours, and proceeded 
M.A. in 3829. In 1835 he was 
appointed rector of Middleton, 
Lancashire. He was preferred to 
the archdeaconry of Manchester in 
1807, and made a Canon of Man¬ 
chester Cathedral in 18G8. He was 
chosen to bo one of the Proctors in 
Convocation. In 1870, on the re¬ 
commendation of Mr. Gladstone, 
he was nominated hy the Crown to 
the bishopric of Chichester, being 
consecrated at Whitehall on May 8. 
Bishop Burn ford has devoted him¬ 
self earnestly to the prominent 
movements of the time within the 
Established Church, especially 
temperance, middle - class edu¬ 
cation, and the organised work of 
women. He has published some 
sermons and charges. Ho married 
in 1830, Emma, daughter of the 
late Rev. John Keate, D.D., head¬ 
master of Eton and Canon of 
Windsor. 

DTTRTJY, Jean Viotor, born at 
Paris in 1811, began his classi¬ 
cal studies in 1823 at the College 
Roll in, then called College Sainte- 
Barbe ; was admitted into the Nor¬ 
mal School in 1830, wns appointed 
to the class of history at the College 
of Rhcims in 1833, and in the same 
year to a similar position in the 
College of Henry IV. at Paris, 
afterwards cnlledthe College Napo¬ 
leon, About this time he published 
anonymously various elementary 
historical works. In 1853 ho took 
tlio degree of Doctor ** cs lettros,” 
afterwards became Inspector of the 
Academy of Paris, f Master of the 
Conferences at the Jicole Normale, 


and Professor of History at the 
Ecole Polytechnique, and by decree, 
June 23,1803, was appointed Minis¬ 
ter of Public Instruction. The 
changes and reforms which he 
introduced in his department, and 
his numerous programmes and cir¬ 
culars, gave rise to much discussion. 
Of course, the systematic opponents 
of the Government saw nothing 
good in wlmt he did, and he was 
often severely criticised by such of 
them as belonged to his own pro¬ 
fession. By the Catholic party, 
too, ho was sharply attacked, and 
his " Synopsis of Contemporary 
History, 1 ’ for the use of the Lyceum, 
in which work several material 
points relating to the political 
events of our day were discussed, 
exposed him to severe censure. On 
resigning the office of Minister of 
Public Instruction in July, 18(39, ho 
was appointed a Senator, with a 
dotation of 30,000 francs. He sat 
in the Senate until the revolution 
of Sept. 4, 1870. His principal

" Histoire Modern©,” 1SG3; “ His¬ 
toire Populaire de la Prance,” 1803 ; 
“ Histoire Populaire Contempo- 
raine/ 4 1861; "Introduction Gene¬ 
ral© fLl’Histoire dc Prance,” 1805 ; 
and a second ,r Histoire des Romains 
depuis lea temps les plus reculcs 
jusqu'k la fin du regue des Anto¬ 
nins,” 5 vols., 1870-70. M. Duruy 
was decorated with the Cross of the 
Legion of Honour in 1845; pro¬ 
moted to the grade of Officer of 
that order, Aug. 12, 18G3 ; to that 
of Commander, Aug. 13,1804; and. 
to that of Grand Officer, Aug. 4, 
18G7. He has been an Officer of 
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the Turkish Order of the Medjidie 
since 1875. 

DVORAK, Pan Antonin, Bohemian 
musician, was born in 18X1 at the 
village of Nelahozeves, near Prague, 
where his father was ft butcher and 
innkeeper. As a child he showed 
great aptitude for the violin; but 
for a long time he was ignorant of 
the most elementary rules of music. 
After leaving school he earned his 
living by playing in a band of 
wandering village minstrels, and 
bis first attempt at composition 
was a dance which the members 
of this band tried to play; but as 
the young composer was unaware 
that the music Bhould have been 
written in different clefs for the 
different instruments the result 
was terrible discord and utter 
failure. He then gave up com¬ 
posing, and went to Prague, where 
for the first time he heard the 
names of the great composers, and 
was present at the performance of 
an opera ; here he was able to hire 
a piano and give lessons, and in 
1874, a year pSter his marriage, he 
gained a competition scholarship 
at Vienna. In 1875 he gained .£50, 
and in 1870 .£00 j but it was not 
until 1878 that his name became at 
all well known j at that time he 
published his “Moravian Duets" 
at Berlin, which were at once 
favourably received, and opened 
the way for further compositions. 
His dances, songs, and symphonies, 
have all found favour with the 
best critics; but the “ Stabat 
Mater” (performed at the Bir¬ 
mingham Festival) and " Konig 
und Kohler ” are perhaps his most 
popular works. His latest work is 
the oratorio “ St. Ludmila,” 
founded on the poeiu of the young 
Bohemianpoet, Yaroslav Vrchlicky, 
the subject being the introduction 
of Christianity into Bohemia, 
This was performed with great 
success at the Leeds Musical 
Festival, Oct. 1836, under tho per¬ 
sonal direction of Herr Dvorak. 

DWIGHT, Timothy, DJ).,LL.D., 


was born at Norwich, Connecticut, 
November 16, 1828. He gradu¬ 
ated from Yale College in 1849, 
continued bis studies at New- 
liaven for two years, and then 
entered the Theological Seminary 
connected with Yale Colloga, 
(1851-63) filling meanwhile a tutor¬ 
ship at the College (1851-55). Ho 
was licensed to preach in 1865 j 
spent 1850-57 in Europe; and on 
his return was appointed (1833)Pro* 
fessor of Sacred Literature at Yale, 
a position which he still holds. On 
May 20, 1886, ho was elected Pre¬ 
sident of the College, to succeed 
Dr. Noah Porter, resigned. Pro¬ 
fessor Dwight was an associate 
editor of The New Englander, and 
was an active member of the 
American Committee for the Re¬ 
vision of the English Version of 
the Bible from 1878 to 1885. 

DYER, Thomas Henry, historian, 
was horn May 4,1804, in the parish 
of St. DunBtan in the East, in tho 
City of London, and educated 
privately. He was engaged during 
the earlier part of his life in a 
West India house, hut afterwards, 
in consequence of Negro Emanci¬ 
pation, adopted the profession of 
literature. Mr. Dyer travelled 
extensively on the Continent, 
and particularly studied tho 
topography and antiquities of 
Rome, Athens, and Pompeii. He 
was presented in 1865 with the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws 
by the University of St. Andrews. 
He published in 1850 a “Life of 
Calvin j ” in 1801, a " History of 
Modern Europe,” 4 vols. (2nd cd, 
1877, 5 vols.) ; in 1865, a « History 
of the City of Rome jin 18G7, an 
enlarged edition of "Pompoii;” 
in 1868, a " History of tho Kings 
of Rome ; and in 1873, " Ancient 
Athens j ” besidos many articles in 
the Classical Museum, and in Dr, 
Smith’s Dictionaries of Biography 
and Geography, 

DYER, William Turner Thistle- 
ton, C.M.Gh, M.A., F.R.S., son of 
the late W. Gt. Thistleton Dyer, 
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M.D., was born in tho parish of 
St. James, Westminster, July 2S, 
1813, and educated at King’s 
College School, where he was First 
Class Mathematical Scholar, at 
King's College, and at Christ 
Church, Oxford, where ho became 
Junior Student in 18G3. He took 
a First Class in Natural Science in 
tho Final Schools, 1807, passed the 
B. Sc., London, 1870, and took 
his M.A. degree at Oxford in 
1873. He has held successively 
the following appointments: Pro¬ 
fessor of Natural History at the 
Agricultural College, Cirencester 
(ISOS); Professor of Botany at 
the Royal College of Scienco for 
Ireland (1870); Professor of 
Botany, Royal Horticultural 
Society (1872); Assistant Director 
at Kew Gardens (1875), and Direc¬ 
tor of Kew Gardens (1S85). At the 
International Phylloxera Congress, 
Bordeaux, 1881, he was the repre¬ 
sentative of New South Wales, 
South Australia and Victoria. In 
1873 and several succeeding years 
Mr. Dyer delivered in the Schools 
of the Science and Art Department, 
South Kensington, courses of in¬ 
struction in Botany to teachers in 
training. In these a new treat¬ 
ment of the subject was developed; 
the leading types of vegetable 
organism were described and prac¬ 
tically demonstrated, and for tho 
first time tho same methods of 
class exposition were appliod to the 
vegetable kingdom as were more 
or less in general use for animal 
organisms. At Kew Mr. Dyer has 
been specially occupied with the 
development of botanical work and 
the organisation of botanical dopai^t- 
ments in the colonies and India. 
He has published ff Flora of 
Middlesex,” 1869 (with Dr. Tri- 
men) ; on English edition of "How 
Crops Grow,” 1869 (with Professor 
Church); and an English edition 
of " Sachs’s Text Book of Botany,” 
1876 (with A. W. Bennett)* Mr. 
Dyer married in 1877 a daughter 
of the late Sir J, D, Hooker, 
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formerly Director of Kew Gar¬ 
dens, 

DYKE,The Right Hon, Sir William 
Hart, M.P., son of tho late Sir 
Percy vail Harfc Dyke, was born at 
East Hall, St. Mary Cray, Kent, 
August 7, 1837, and educated at 
Harrow, and Christ Church, Ox¬ 
ford, where ho took his degree in 
1861. He represented West Kent 
in the Conservative interest from 
1865 to 1867, and the Mid-Divi¬ 
sion of the same county until 1835, 
when he was returned for tho 
N. W. Division. He was Whip of 
the Conservative party from 1568 
to 1880; Patronage Secretary to 
the Treasury from 187*1*80, and 
Chief Secretary for Ireland in Lord 
Salisbury’s Government from 
June, 1385 to January, 1886. At 
the General Election in 18SG he 
was again returned for North- 
West Kent.

EADS, James B,, was born at Law- 
renceburg, Indiana, 28 M.iy, 1820. 
His family removed to Louisville, 
Kentucky, in 1829, and in 1833 
(after the death of his father) to 
St. Louis. From 1839 to 1812 he 
was clerk on a Mississippi steam¬ 
boat ; and from 184-2 to 1857 was 
engaged in the recovery of pro¬ 
perty lost and sunken by ship¬ 
wreck, from which ho realised a 
fortune. During the Civil War he 
built for the U. S. Government a 
number of gunboats for use on the 
Mississippi and other rivers, which 
had many novel features of his 
own invention. He has, since the 
close of the war, acquired great 
distinction as a civil engineer in 
the construction of the Illinois and 
Sfc. Louis bridge, and in the jetties 
made by him at the mouth of the 
Mississippi for the enlargement of 
its channel, so as to permit the 
passage of ships of great draught.

l>ortt in. Virginia about IS] 5. He 
graduated in 1837 at tlie Military 
Academy at West Point, and was 
appointed a lieutenant of artillery, 
but soon resigned and studied law. 
During the war witli Mexico be 
was a major in a Virginia volun¬ 
teer regiment. Upon the breaking 
out of the Civil War he entered 
the Confederate service, and was 
present in several actions during 
the early part of the war. In May, 
18G3, he held the linos at Frede¬ 
ricksburg, while Lee was engaged 
with Hooker at Chancellorsville; 
and in July ho commanded a divi¬ 
sion at G-ettysburg. In 1801 he 
commanded in the Valley of the 
Shenandoah, where he was at first 
successful, but was finally routed 
by Sheridan, After the close of 
the war he came to Europe, but 
returning, resumed the practice of 
the law at Richmond. In 1867 he 
published " Memoirs of the Last 
Year of the War.” He subse¬ 
quently took up his residence at 
Hew Orleans, where, with Gen. 
Beauregard, he was for some years 
manager of the Louisiana State 
Lottery. He now lives at Lynch¬ 
burg, Virginia, In 1883 he pub¬ 
lished " Jaokson’s Campaign against 
Pope in 1862.” 

EASTLAKE, Lady, widow of Sir 
Charles Lock Eastlake (who died 
Dec. 24, 1865), to whom she was 
married in 1819, is a daughter of 
the late Edward Rigby, Esq., M.D., 
of Norwich. She was bom aboqt 
1816, and, as Miss Elizabeth Rigby, 
gained considerable literary repu¬ 
tation by a work published in 184], 
entitled rf Letters from the Shores 
of the Baltic,” a pleasant and vivid 
record of a lengthened visit to a 
sister who was married to an 
Esthonian baron, and had settled 
on the shores of that sea. " Livo¬ 
nian Tales,” comprising the three 
graphic stories of "The Dispo¬ 
nent,” " The Wolves,” and " The 
Jewess,” appeared in 1816. She is 
also author of a " History of Our 
Lord,” and the « Life of John Gib¬ 


son, R. A.” Lady Eastlake has been 
an occasional contributor to the 
Quarterly and Edinburgh Reviews ; 
and her last book, <f Five Great 
Painters,” is nn expanded reprint 
of articles which first appeared 
there. Two of her contributions on 
“ Dress ” and ff Music ” have been 
reprinted in " Murray’s Home and 
Colonial Library.” 

EBERS, Georg, oriontalist and 
novelist, was born at Berlin, 1st 
March, 1837. His father, a banker, 
having died before the birth of liis 
Bon, the latter received his early in¬ 
struction from his mother, and sub¬ 
sequently studied iu Frobel’s school 
at Keilhau. At the Universities 
of Gottingen and Berlin he made 
Egyptology his central study, and 
at the termination of his academical 
career he visited tlio principal 
museums of Egyptian antiquities 
in Europe. In 1865, he established 
himself at Jena as a privato tutor 
for the Egyptian language and 
antiquities, and in 1870 he was 
called as professor to Leipzig, where 
he has since remained. Apart from 
his scientific services, his thesis on 
obtaining the degree of Doctor 
"On the Twenty-sixth Egyptian 
Dynasty,” and his larger work on 
ff Egypt and the Books of Moses,” 
and his " Scientific Journey to 
Egypt M (1869-70), wero the cause 
of his promotion to that Chair. 
In his second journey to Egypt in 
1872-73, he succeeded in discover¬ 
ing the Papyrus E, which was sub¬ 
sequently named after him. This 
Papyrus, although its contents pri¬ 
marily relate to medical sxibjocts, 
is very important on account of the 
insight it gives into the language 
and oulture of the ancient Egyp¬ 
tians. Ebers also discovered the 
important biographical inscription 
of the " Amon em Neb.” In 1876, 
he had a severe attack of paralysis, 
which still prevents him from walk¬ 
ing. To this illness the further de¬ 
velopment of his literary activity 
is mainly attributable, for since 
the state of his health incapaci- 
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tated him from pursuing more 
serious studies, he sought and ob¬ 
tained a means of recreation and 
agreeable occupation in imagina¬ 
tive composition. This was tlio 
origin of " TJarda, a Romance of 
Ancient Egypt” (1877), which like 
several of Ebera' other works, has 
been translated into English by 
Clara Bell. This was the second 
of his works of fiction based upon 
facts in the history of Egypt, for 
he had previously, in 1861, pub¬ 
lished " An Egyptian Princess,” 
which has been translated into 
English by E. Grove, and which 
gives in the attractive form of a 
romance, a description of popular 
life in Egypt about the time of 
the Persian war of conquest. The 
extraordinary Buccess achieved by 
" TJarda,” induced the author to 
turn his Egyptian studies still 
further to account for literary pur¬ 
poses. He composed in succession 
" Homo Sum/* a novel (1878) ; 
“ The Sisters,” a romance (1880); 
and f ‘ The Emperor " (1881), the 
scene of all these works being laid 
in Egypt. Meanwhile, Ebers did 
not neglect the acquisition of solid 
learning. It is true that his splen¬ 
did work on " Egypt—descriptive, 
historical, and picturesque” (1878; 
English translation, by Clara Bell, 
with introduction and notes by 
Dr. Birch, 1880) is of a popular 
character, as are also his previous 
publication " Through Goschen to 
Sinai M (1872), and his work,written 
in collaboration with Guthe, on 
"Palestine—descriptive, lustori- 
cal, and picturesque” (1881). On 
the other hand, his numerous arti¬ 
cles in periodicals on the Egyptian 
language and antiquities, his re¬ 
markable troatise on " Papyrus E, 
a hieratic manual of Egyptian 
Medicine” (2 vols., 1872), afford 
ample proof of the most profound 
scientific study. His later works 
of fiction are " The Burgomasters 
Wife: a Tale of the Siege of Ley¬ 
den,” of which a translation, by 
Clara Bell, appeared in London, in 


1882 ; and " Serapis, a Romance ” 
(1886). 

ECCARIirs, Johann Georg, was 
born Aug. 23,1818,at Friedrichrocla, 
in the duchy of Gotha. His father 
being a tailor, he was set down to 
tailoring at the age of ten; five 
consecutive hours of schooling in 
the forenoon and seven to ten hours 
tailoring in the afternoon, made up 
his juvenile days. In 1836, at the 
first public examination,lie received 
the first silver medal for being the 
best Sunday scholar in the town in 
mathematiesand geometry, andsub- 
sequently he officiated as teacher to 
the junior classes. In the autumn, 
of 181G he turned up amongst the 
latest arrivals from the fatherland 
in the Londoner Arbciter Bildungs 
Yerein. In 1830 he made his dvbut 
in the press by a German article on 
London tailoring, published in the 
September number of the Reuice der 
Neuen RheinischcnZeiiung, An Eng¬ 
lish article on the same subject, pub¬ 
lished in Julian Harney's Red Re¬ 
publican, opened to him the columns 
of the Chartist press, to which he 
remained a gratis contributor till 
the extinction of Ernest Jones's 
People's Paper, He took an active 
part in the foundation of the Inter¬ 
national W orking Men's Association 
in 1861, He was a member of the 
first executive of the Reform League 
in 1865, but afterwards resigned. 
In Feb. I860, ho was appointed paid 
editor of the Commonwealth, but was 
fioon dismissed from that poBt, and 
had to return to shop-board. In 
1867 he published, under the title 
of "A Working Man’s Refutation, 
of Stuart Mill,” a series of articles, 
which had originally appeared in 
the Commonwealth, An enlarged 
edition has since been published in 
German by Eichhoff, Berlin, 18C9, 
In July, 1867, he was elected Gene¬ 
ral Secretary of the International 
Working Men's Association. Since* 
the collapse of that body he has 
not appeared prominently before 
the public. 

EDEN, The Hon. Sir Ashley, 
z 2 
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K.C.S.I. and C.I.E., son of the late 
Robert Lord Auckland, Bishop of 
Bath and Wells, was born 13 Nov. 
1831, at Hertingfordbury, and edu¬ 
cated at Rugby, Winchester and the 
E. I. College at Hailoybury. He 
entered the Bengal Civil Service, 
1852, and was employed in the 
suppression of theSanthalrebellion, 
1855-6. He was secretary to the 
Government of Bengal, and mem¬ 
ber of the Legislative Council, 
1862-1871, special pnvoy with the 
Sikhim Expedition, 1861, special 
envoy to Bhutan, 18GI, chief com¬ 
missioner to Burma, 1871-18/7, 
and Lieutenant-Governor of Ben¬ 
gal, 1B77-18 l 32. Ho was appointed 
a member of the Council of the 
Secretary of State for India, 1882, 
Knight Commander of the Star of 
India, 1878, and Companion of the 
Order of the Indian Empire, 1878. 

EDEN, The Eight Rev, Robert, 
D.D., Bishop of the united diocese 
of Moray, Ross, and Caithness, and 
formerly Primus of the Episcopal 
Churoh of Scotland, was born in 
1801, being the third son of the late 
Sir Frederick Morton Eden, Bart. 
From Westminster School he pro¬ 
ceeded to Christ Church, Oxford. 
He held the rectory of Leigh, 
Essex, from 1837 to 1853 j was con¬ 
secrated Bishop of Moray, Ross, 
and Caithness in 1851 j and was 
elected Primus of the Episcopal 
Church of Scotland in 1802. He 
held the latter post until 18SG, 
when he resigned, and was sue* 
ceeded by Dr, Jermyn, Bishop of 
Brechin. Bishop Eden married in 
1827 Emma, youngest daughter of 
the late Sir James Allan Park, 
Justice of the Common Pleas. 
(She died Nov, 2 i, 1880.) 

EDEN, The Rev. Robert, M.A., 
son of the late Rev. Thomas Eden, ' 
bom at Whitehall, near Bristol, was 
educated at a private school near 
that city. Having first entered at 
St. John’s College, Oxford, as Bible 
Clerk, hobecame Scholar, and after¬ 
words Fellow of Corpus Christi Col- 
lege, where he graduated B.A. in 


1825, and M.A. in 1827. He was ap¬ 
pointed an Exominer at Oxford in 
1828-9, was successively Hoad Mas¬ 
ter of Hackney and Camberwell 
Collegiate Schools between 1829 and 
1838} and held the post of Examiner 
for the East India Civil Seiwice from 
1839 to 185G; was Chaplain to the 
Bishop of Norwich in 1819 ; Vicar 
of North Walsham in 1851; Honor¬ 
ary Canon of Norwich in 1852 ; and 
Vicar of Wymondham in 1851. 
Canon Eden is the author of the 
"Churchman's Theological Diction¬ 
ary 5 " rt The Examination and Wir¬ 
ings of Archdeacon Philpot, with 
Biography/ 7 for the Parker Society, 
and "Some Thoughts on the Inspi¬ 
ration of the Holy Scriptures/' 18G1. 
He has also edited theological works 
for the Clarendon Press, and haB 
published a volume of sermons. 

EDHEM PASHA, a Turkish states¬ 
man, was born in 1823. He studied 
in Paris, where for three years ho 
attended the lectures in the School 
of Mines. On returning to Turkey 
he was attached to the staff of the 
army with the rank of captain, 
rapidly attained to that of colonel, 
and was appointed a member of 
the Council of Mines at the time of 
its formation. Having been ap¬ 
pointed adde-de-camp to the Sultan 
in 1819, he soon was placed at the 
head of His Majesty’s household 
troops. Meanwhile he had boon 
! promoted General of Brigade, and 
then General of Division. In 1851 
ho was charged, in the capacity of 
Government Commissioner, to con¬ 
vey to the Prince Alexander Kara- 
georgovitz of Servia, the hatti- 
sheriff confirming the immunities 
accorded to that country. In 1856 
he resigned the functions which he 
had fulfilled at the palace, and was 
appointed a member of the council 
or the Tanzimat, and afterwards 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, with 
the rank of Mucliir. Ho only held 
that post for one year. Subse¬ 
quently he played an important 
part in the affairs of his country, 
where he was nominated President 
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of the Council of State. He was 
also for some time ambassador at 
Berlin. At the Conference of Con¬ 
stantinople (1876-7) lie acted as the 
second Turkish plenipotentiary, 
and he -was appointed to succeed 
Midhat Pasha as Grand Yizier 
Feb. 5,1877. 

EDINBURGH (Duke of), H.R.H. 
Prince Alfred Ernest Albert, K.G., 
K.P., the second son of Her 
most gracious Majesty the Queen 
and his Royal Highness the late 
Prince Albert, was born at Windsor 
Castle, Aug. G, 1841. His early edu¬ 
cation was entrusted to the Rev. 
H. M. Birch ; from 1852 to F. W. 
Gibbs, Esq., C.B.; and in 185G the 
Prince was placed under the special 
care of Major Cowell, R.E., and 
spent the winter of 185G-7 at Ge 
neva, studying modem languages. 
Having decided upon joining the 
naval service, Prmce Alfred was 
placed under the Rev. W. R. Jolly, 
at Alverbank, near Gosport, where 
he pursued the preparatory studies 
for his profession during the sum¬ 
mer of 1858. He entered the ser¬ 
vice, after a strict and searching 
examination, Aug. 31,1858, was ap¬ 
pointed a Naval Cadet, and joined 
her Majesty’s screw steam-frigate 
Euryalus, 51 guns, Capt. John 
Walter Tarleton, C.B. After a 
leave of absence of a few weeks. 
Prince Alfred joined his ship for 
active sea-service, Oct. 27, 1858, 
and served in the St, George on 
various foreign stations, visited 
many of the countries on the 
shores of the Mediterranean, and 
extended his travels to America 
and the West Indies. In Deo. 
1802, Prince Alfred declined the 
offer made to him of the throne of 
Greece. In Feb. 18GG, Parliament 
granted him ,£16,000 a year, pay¬ 
able from the day on which he 
attained his majority, with an ad¬ 
ditional ,£10,000 on his marriage. 
He was created Duke of Edinburgh, 
Earl of Kent, and Earl of Ulster 
in the peerage of the United King¬ 
dom, May 21, 186G and took hia 


seat in the House of Lords, June S. 
His Royal Highness was Bworn in 
Master of the Trinity House, 
March 21, lbGG, and received the 
freedom of the City of London, 
June 8. Early in 18G7 the Duke 
was appointed to the command of 
the frigate Galatea , which sailed 
from Plymouth Sound Feb. 2G. 
Since then he has visited nearly 
every country in the world, pro¬ 
ceeding first to Australia, where 
he met with a most enthusiastic 
reception on the part of the in¬ 
habitants; and great indignation 
was felt at the dastardly attempt of 
an Irishman, named O’Farrell, to 
assassinate the Prince at a picnic 
held at Clontarf, near Port Jackson, 
Now South Wales, on March 12, 
1868. The Prince, however, was 
only slightly wounded by a pistol- 
shot in the hack. O’Farrell was 
tried on March 31, found guilty, 
and executed on April 21. His 
Royal Highness subsequently vi¬ 
sited Japan (where he was received 
both publicly and privately by the 
Mikado), China, and India. In 
1873 be went to Italy, and on 
AjJril 20 had an audience with the 
Pope at Rome, On Jan. 23, 1874, 
his marriage with the Grand 
Duchess Marie, only daughter of 
Alexander II., Emperor of Russia, 
was celebrated with great pomp at 
St. Petersburg; and on March 12, 
the Duke and Duches3, accom¬ 
panied by Her Majesty the Queen, 
made a public entry into London 
amid much popular enthusiasm. 
On Oct. 15,1874, the Duchess gave 
birth at Buckingham Palace to a 
son, who, on the 23rd of the follow¬ 
ing month, was baptized by the 
names of Alfred Alexander Wil¬ 
liam Ernest Albert, the sponsors 
being Queen Victoria, the Emperor 
of Russia, the Emperor of Ger¬ 
many, the Prince of Wales, the 
Crown-Princess of Germany, and 
the Duke of Soxe-Coburg-Gotha* 
The Duke of Edinburgh's other 
children are the Princess Marie 
Alexandra Victoria, bom Oct. 29, 
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1875; and tlio Princess Victoria 
Melita, born at Malta, Nov. 25, 
187G ; and a princess bom in 1878. 
His Royal Highness is Duke of 
Saxony and Prince of Suxc-Coburg- 
Gotha. In Nov. 1882 lie was pro¬ 
moted to the rank of Vice-Admiral 
in her Majesty's fleet; and since 
that time he has held various 
important commands. He is now 
(1886) in command of the Medi¬ 
terranean Squadron. 

EDIS, Robert William, F.S.A., 
Lieutenant-Colonel of Volunteers, 
bom at Huntingdon in 1839 j was 
educated at the local Grammar 
School and afterwards at the 
Brewers’ Company School at Al- 
denham. At seventeen he was 
articled to a well-known firm of 
London architects; on the expira¬ 
tion of his articles entered the 
office of the late Mr. Salvin as 
principal assistant, and at twenty- 
two began practice for him¬ 
self. He became a member of the 
Architectural Association early in 
his professional life, and was 
elected President for two succes¬ 
sive years j was elected Associate 
of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects in 1862, and a Bellow 
in 18G7 j and Bellow of the Society 
of Antiquaries in 1870. He has 
travelled much in many countries, 
and in the early part of his career 
made a series of architectural 
sketches in Prance, Italy, and 
Germany, some of which, were 
published in the Building News and 
other professional journals. He 
has written and lectured on do- | 
mestio art and sanitation, and 
published various books on those 1 
subjects j has been a strong advo- 1 
cate for the more artistic and 
healthy treatment of English 
homes, and has devoted much 
time and study to internal deco¬ 
ration and furniture. He is one 
of the leaders of the modem 
revival of red brick and so-called j 
“ Queen Anne " architecture. In 1 
1882 he went to America to advise, 
as to the laying out of a new city 


in Kansas State, and made on the 
spot a survey of the Bite, plans for 
laying out a town of Borne 1,000 or 
2,000 houses, and drawings for 
some of the principal buildings to 
be erected. In 1880 howaB invited 
by the Society of Arts to give a 
series of Cantor Lectures on the 
“ Decoration and Furniture of 
Town Houses," since illustrated 
and published in book-form. Ho 
wrote the article on “Internal 
Decoration from a Sanitary Point 
of View,” in Our Home#, for 
Messrs. Cassell & Co., and tlio 
handbook on “Healthy Furniture," 
for the Council of the International 
Health Exhibition. He bas been ex¬ 
tensively employed in the building 
of large houses and in general 
domestic work. Amongst hia prin¬ 
cipal and latest works are the 
additions to the Inner Temple 
Library, Boscombo Spa Hotel near 
Bournemouth, mansions in Staf¬ 
fordshire, Huntmgdousbn’C, Hamp¬ 
shire, and Serin ; the Badminton 
Club in Piccadilly, the Constitu¬ 
tional Club in Northumberland 
Avenue ; alterations and additions 
to the Jockey Club, Newmarket, 
Hnrlinghom and Gun Clubs in 
London; additions to Chesterfield 
House, Offices of the Legal and 
General Life Assurance Society, 
Fleet Street, mansions in Brook 
Street, ball-room and additions at 
Sandringham, for H.R.H, the 
Prince of Wales, &c, Mr. Edis is 
a strong advocate for the more 
extensive use of terra-cotta as a 
building material. Ho is a keen 
sportsman and volunteer; he 
joined the “ Artists" Corps at its 
formation in 1869, and is now 
Colonel of the regiment. He was 
Aide-de-Camp to Lord Bury in the 
French and German war under the 
General Convention,* and was in 
Paris during the last days of the 
Commune, when he wrote, as the 
result of his observations, a valu¬ 
able paper on “ Fireproof Mate¬ 
rials," which was read before the 
Institute of Architects, 
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EDISON, Thomas Alva, inventor, 
was bom in Ohio in 184-7. The defi¬ 
ciencies of his education (limited 
to a school attendance of eight 
weeks) were in part compensated 
for by the care of his mother and 
by his early passion for reading, 
which took particularly the direc¬ 
tion of chemistry. He became 
when still very young a newsboy 
on a railway, where he was able to 
continue his reading, and even to 
make some experiments in che¬ 
mistry, and to finally publish an 
amateur paper. Becoming inter¬ 
ested in telegraphy he studied it 
late at night in a railway station, 
and in a few months became so 
expert an operator that he was 
successively employed at Port 
Huron, Michigan, Stratford, Ca¬ 
nada, and Adrian, Michigan. At 
this last place he fitted up a small 
shop for the repair of telegraph 
instruments, and for the manufac¬ 
ture of novel machinery. Prom 
Adrian he went to Indianapolis, 
Indiana, where he invented his 
automatic repeater. After brief 
stays at various places he settled 
at Cincinnati, Ohio, and at the age 
of twenty had acquired some little 
reputation os a successful inventor, 
but was soon called to Boston on 
telegraphic business, where he set 
up a shop for his experiments. 
Not long afterwards he was made 
superintendent of the Gold Indica¬ 
tor Co. in New York, and while in 
that position established his factory 
for experiments in Newark, New 
Jersey. In 1876 he resigned his 
superintendency in order to devote 
his entire time to research and 
invention, locating himself for this 
purpose about twenty-five miles 
from New York, at a place called 
Menlo Park. He remained there 
xmtil 1882, when he returned to 
New York to personally supervise 
the introduction of electric light 
into that city. Mr, Edison's in¬ 
ventions, which number over three 
hundred, include the carbon tele¬ 
phone, the phonography the mioro- 


| tasimetor, the a6roph one, th e mega¬ 
phone, the phonometer, the electric 
pen, and the qundruplex system of 
telegrajihing. 

EDMTTNDS, George F., lawyer 
and statesman, was bora in Rich¬ 
mond, Yeimont, Feb. 1,1828. He 
was educated at the common schools 
and by a private tutor, studied law 
at an early age, and began the 
practice in 1319. In 1831 he re¬ 
moved to Burlington, Vermont. 
From 1854 to 1859 he was a mem¬ 
ber of the lower branch of the State 
Legislature, serving ns Speaker for 
three of these years, In 1861-2, 
he was a State Senator aoting as 
Speaker pro tern. On the death 
of Mr. Foote in 18G6, he was ap¬ 
pointed to the vacancy in the U.S. 
Senate, which position lie has con¬ 
tinued to fill by successive re-elec¬ 
tions. He is one of the prominent 
Republican leaders of .that body, 
has been a member and chair¬ 
man of some of its most important 
committees, and has twice been 
elected President pro tern. He was 
a member of the Electoral Com¬ 
mission in 1876, which decided the 
Presidential controversy between 
Mr. Hayes and Mr. Tilden. At the 
Republican National Conventions 
in 1880 and 1884, he received some 
votes for the nomination to the 
Presidency. 

EDWARDS, Miss Amelia Bland- 
ford, is the daughter of a Penin¬ 
sula officer, and is maternally de¬ 
scended from the family of Wal¬ 
pole. Her taste for art and litera¬ 
ture was evidenced from an early 
age, and in 1853, while yet very 
young, she began to be known 
to the public as a contributor to 
periodical literature. Since that 
time, though best known as a 
novelist and traveller, she has 
written many juvenile and educa¬ 
tional works, besides contributing 
art and dramatic criticisms, literary 
reviews, and political leaders to 
certain of our foremost weekly and 
daily papers. The following are 
among Mbs A, B, hjdwards's best-s 
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known novels:—* r My Brother's 
Wife w (1855); (< Iland and Glove” 
(1859); "Barbara's History "(18G 1); 
( Half a Million of Money/' which 
first appeared os a serial in All the 
Tear Round (18G5); ft Debenham's 
Vow,'* first passed through the 
columns of Good Words (1870) ; 
,r In tho Days of my Youth" 
(1873)} “ Monsieur Maurice," a 
novelette (1873); and " Lord 
Brackenhury'* (1880), first brought 
out in The Graphic, and subsequently 
published by Messrs. Hurst 
and Blackett. This last novel has 
gone through three English edi¬ 
tions, besides the serial form ; has 
been translated into Ercncli and 
Russian, and twice into German, 
besides being reproduced in nume¬ 
rous forms and sizes in Australia, 
Hew Zealand, and the United 
States of America. u Misa Carew " 
(1HG5) consists of short tales cliiofly. 
Besides the forogoing. Miss Amelia 
B. Edwards is the author of “An 
Abridgment of French History," 
published in Messrs. Routledge's 
Useful Library ; of the biographical 
letterpress to Messrs. Colnnghi's 
Photographic Historical Portrait 
Gallery ; of a volume of rr Ballads ” 
(18G5) : and of a record of travel 
in the then little known Dolomite 
region, entitled “ Untrodden Beaks 
and Unfrequented Valleys M (1873), 
with illustrations by the author. 
This was followed at the beginning 
of 1877 by " A Thousand Miles up 
the Nile," illustrated with upwards 
of eighty wood engravings from 
drawings by the author, made and 
finished on the spot, in Egypt and 
Nubia, Since the publication 
of " Lord Braekenbury/' Miss 
Edwnrd has chiefly devoted her 
pen to Egyptological subjects. 
She is an active promoter of " The 
Egypt Exploration Fund," and is, 
jointly with Mr. R, Stuart Poolo, 
ap Honorary Secretary of that So¬ 
ciety. The hulk of Miss Edwards's 
Egyptological work is published in 
The Academy. She also writes on 
these subjects for several leading 


journals and periodicals at home 
and abroad. Miss Edwards is 
a contributor of Egyptological 
articles to the new odition of the 
"Encyclopaedia Britannica," and 
has written a comprohensive ac¬ 
count of "Recent Archmological 
Discoveries in Egypt” for tho 
American supplement to that 
work. Miss Edwards, besides bo- 
ing an Hon. Secretary of the 
Egypt Exploration Fima, is a con¬ 
tributing member of tho various 
orientalist congresses which arc 
periodically held in various Euro¬ 
pean capitals; a Member of tho 
Biblical Archceological Society; 
a member of the Society for the 
Promotion of Hellenic Studies, and 
a Vice-President of the Bristol 
and West of England National 
Society for Women's Suffrage. 

EDWARDS, Henri Milne, na¬ 
turalist, of Belgian origin, mem¬ 
ber of the Institute and of tho 
Academy of Medicino, horn at 
Bruges, Oct. 23, 1800, studied 
medicine at Paris, and obtained 
his degree of Doctor in July, 1823. 
After holding tho Professorship of 
Natural History at the Lyece 
Henri IV., he was appointed in 
1841 to a similar iiosition at the 
Museum of the Faculty of Sciences, 
of which he became Dean and was 
made Professor of Zoology to the 
Museum, in place of M. Isidore 
Geoffroy Saint-Hilaire, May 28, 
18G2. In 183.8 he was admitted a 
member of tho Academy of Sciences 
(section of Anatomy and Zoology) 
as successor to M. Cuvier; was 
elected an associate of tho Academy 
of Medicine in 1851; creatod an 
officer of the Legion of Honour in 
April, 1847, and was promoted to 
the rank of Commander, Aug. 13, 
1861. He is the author of flf Re- 
cherches Auatomiques sur lea 
Crustacea,” 1828, “ crowned " by the 
Academy of Sciences; " Manuel de 
Matibre Medicale,” 1832; "Nou¬ 
veau Formulaire Pratique des 
H6pitanx," 1840; “ Histoire Na- 
turelle des Crustacea," 1837-11 j 
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" Lemons sur la Physiologic ot 
l’Anatoinie comparee de 1 J Homme 
et des Animaux,” 1855-GO; and 
other works. M. Edwards super¬ 
intended the publication of a new 
edition of Lamarck's u L’Histoire 
Naturelle des non - Verttfbr^s,” 
1838-1815 ; and hns contributed to 
various scientific reviews, diction¬ 
aries , and periodicals. The hono¬ 
rary degree of M.D, was conferred 
upon him by the university of Ley¬ 
den in Feb. 1875. In 1878 the 
King of Portugal conferred on him 
the Grand Cross of the Order of 
Christ. 

EDWARDS, Henry Sutherland, 
bom in 1828, was educated at 
one of the branch schools of 
King’s College, London, and in 
France, where lie lived many years. 
In 1850 he visited Russia, on the 
occasion of the coronation of Alex¬ 
ander II., and, remaining somo 
months in Moscow, studied the 
Russian language. Ho published, 
in lv858, a collection of “ Sketches 
and Studies” (contributed origi¬ 
nally to a magazine), under the 
title of the " Russians at Home.” 
This was followed, in 1802, by a 
u History of the Opera.” In that 
year Mr. Edwards went to Poland, 
where an insurrection seemed to 
be preparing, and to Russia, where 
measures were being token for the 
emancipation of the serfs, as special 
correspondent to the Times ; and, 
on his return to England,published 
,f The Polish Captivity." In 1863, 
immediately after the rising in 
Poland, he was again Bent out by 
the Times, He took paid; in and 
described] some of the principal 
expeditions from Galicia into the 
kingdom of Poland; went, at the 
crisis of the insurrection, to War¬ 
saw, and, soon after his arrival, 
was ordered to quit the city within 
twenty-four hours. Allowed to 
choose his route, he proceeded to 
St. Petersburg, and thence to 
Moscow, and the South of Russia, 
returning to Galicia through Kieff 
and Volhynia. In 1864 he pub¬ 
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lished the " Private History of a 
Polish Insurrection ; ” was special 
correspondent of the Times at 
Luxemburg, when, in 1807, the 
“Luxemburg Question” threatened 
to produce war; and in July, 1870, 
when war between France and Prus¬ 
sia actually broke out,was appointed 
one of the special correspondents of 
the Times on the German side. In 
that capacity he followed the King’s 
head-quarters from Saarbriick to 
tho neighbourhood of Beaumont j 
went through the battle of Beau¬ 
mont with a Bavarian Infantry 
Regiment \ after Beaumont and 
Sedan, joined General von Werder 
before Strasburg, and on the fall of 
Strasburg, traversed the occupied 
country from Alsace to Normandy, 
remaining at Rouen and Amiens, 
with the Army of the North, until 
the end of the war. He hns written 
a few novels, and many pieces for 
the stage. His latest novel is 
" Malvina,” 3 vols. 1871. Ho has 
j since published a translation of the 
" Statistics of all Countries ” com¬ 
piled by Dr. Otto Hilbner, the Di¬ 
rector of the Prussian Statistical 
Archives, 1872 ; and “The Gcrmnns 
in France,” 187I. 

EDWARDS, Miss Matilda Bar¬ 
bara Betham, was born at Wester- 
field, Suffolk, in 1836, and began 
to write when quite young. Her 
first effort in fiction, a story, " The 
White House by the Sea,” pub¬ 
lished when she was nineteen, has 
been many times reprinted in 
popular editions, also translated 
into Norwegian and other lan¬ 
guages ; since that time she has 
devoted herself ontirely to lite¬ 
rature, contributing to Punch, the 
Graphic, the Pall Mall Gazette, Mac¬ 
millan* 8 Magazine, andother leading 
periodicals, and publishing nu¬ 
merous novels and novelettes. 
Amongst the most popular are 
“John and I,” "Doctor Jacob,” 
*'Kitty,”"The Sylvestres ” "Brid¬ 
get,” "Exchange no Robbery,” 
" Disarmed,” " Pearla,” " Love 
and Marriage,” Many of these 
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stories originally ^ appeared in 
American and English serials,, and 
have been translated into French, 
German, and Norwegian. They 
have also been re-issned in popular 
editions in America, Germany, and 
at home. Amongst Miss Betham 
Edwards’s miscellaneous contribu- 
tions to literature, may be men¬ 
tioned, "A Winter with the Swal¬ 
lows in Algeria,” and " A Tear in 
Western France.” In 1885, she 
published a volume of "Poems,” 
containing, among other reprints, 
" The Golden Bee/Vhich attracted 
the attention of Charles Dickens, 
when the authoress was in her 
teens. The volume also contains 
translations from the Greek, 
Spanish, and German. 

EGGLESTON, Edward, D.D„ was 
bora at Vevay, Indiana, Dec. 10, 
1837. After holding several posts as 
a Methodist minister, he removed, 
in 1870, to Brooklyn, New York, 
and became literary oditor of the 
New York Independent, a religious 
weekly, of which he had previously 
been the western correspondent. A 
few months later he was made super¬ 
intending editor, which position he 
resigned in July, 1871, to take 
charge of The Hearth and Home. 
His first two novels, contributed as 
serials to this latter paper, having 
opened a new and tempting path 
to him, ho resigned the editorship 
of The Hearth and Home about the 
end of 1872, and has not since 
acted as editor to any periodical. 
In 1874 he carried out a long- 
cherished plan of establishing an 
Independent Church without a 
creed. To do this he accepted the 
call of the Lee Avenue Congrega¬ 
tional Churoh, in the E as Lem Dis¬ 
trict of Brooklyn. He was obliged 
in 1879 to resign this pastorate on 
account of the complete breaking 
down of his health j and since his 
recovery ho has wholly given up 
preaching and all public speaking, 
and has devoted himself entirely 
to letters. He has published ff The 
Hoosier Schoolmaster,” 18713" The 


End of the World,” 1872; « Mys¬ 
tery of Metropolisvillc ”1873 j "The 
Circuit Eider,” 1874 > “ School¬ 
master’s Stories for Boys and 
Girls,” 187^ J " Roxy,” 1878; " The 
Hoosier Schoolboy,” 1883; and 
«Queer Stories for Boys and 
Girls,” 1S84. In connection with 
others he published (1878-80), a 
series of ff Famous American 
Indians,” comprising " Brandt and 
Bed Jacket,” " Pocahontas,” " Te- 
cumseh and the Shawnee Prophet,” 
" Montezuma and the Conquest of 
Mexico,” and " Rod Eagle and the 
Wars with the Creek Indians.” 

EISENLOHR, August, Ph. D„ 
Egyptologist, was bom Oct. G, 1832, 
at Mannheim in the Grand Duchy 
of Baden, where his father was a 
physician. After a preliminary 
training in the lyceum of his native 
town he entered the University of 
Heidelberg in 1850, applying him¬ 
self to the study of ProLestant 
theology, which he continued at 
Gottingen till 1853, when he re¬ 
turned to Heidelberg, and entered 
the theological seminary. Illness 
compelled him to avoid serious 
study for several years, and on his 
recovery he abandoned theology, 
and devoted his attention to the 
natural sciences, especially cho- 
mistry, under the instruction of 
Professors R. Bunsen and Erlen- 
meyer. He graduated Ph.D. in 
1859, and afterwards established a 
chemical manufactory. By com¬ 
mercial intercourse with China ho 
became acquainted with the Chinese 
languago, and was thus led to the 
study of hieroglyphics, which he 
has prosecuted with great zeal 
since 18G4, aided by the advice 
of MM. Chabas and Brugsoh. On 
giving up commercial pursuits, he 
entered after some years, the 
academical career as Privatdocunt 
of the Egyptian language and 
Aroheeology by a dissertation " Dio 
analytische Erkliirung des demo- 
tischen Theile der Rosettana,” 
Theil i. Leipzig, 18G9. In the same 
year he undertook, generously added 
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by the Grand Duke of Baden, a 
scientific exploration of Egypt. 
Having been present at the inau¬ 
guration of the Suez Canal, he 
Bailed up the Nile to the second 
cataract of Wadi Haifa, studying, 
copying, and photographing the in¬ 
scriptions. On this occasion he had 
the good fortune to be allowed to 
study the Great Harris Papyrus in 
the house of the late Consul Har¬ 
ris, at Alexandria, and to make 
extracts from it, which ho after¬ 
wards translated. In March, 1870, 
he left Egypt and returned home. 
Coming to this country in 1872, he 
assisted Miss Harris in selling to 
the British Museum for <£3,300 her 
valuable collection of Greek and 
Egyptian papyri. Of this collec¬ 
tion, and especially of the groat 
Harris Papyrus, he gave a descrip¬ 
tion, translation, and commentary 
in a pamphlet " Der grosse Papyrus 
Harris. Ein wiehtiger Beitrag zur 
Aegyptischen Geschiclite, ein 3000 
Jflhr alteB Zeugniss fiir die Mo- 
saische Religionstiftung enthal- 
tend/* Leipzig, 1872. He treated 
the same subject with the original 
text in the Transactions of the 
Society of Biblical Archaeology 
(vol. i., part ii., 1872), "On the 
political condition of Egypt before 
the reign of Rameses IH." Hia 
explanations were, however, sharply 
criticised by M. Chabas, in his" Re- 
cliercheB pour servir & TOistoire de 
la XIX 0 Dynastie" (Ch&lons and 
Paris, 1873). Dr. Eisenlohr replied 
to M. Chahas in on article in the 
Aegyptische Zeltschrift , 1878, In 
the same periodical he published a 
translation of the whole of the great 
Harris Papyrus. In Doc. 1872, he 
was nominated a Professor Extra¬ 
ordinary in the University of 
Heidelberg, and was elected an 
honorary member of the Society of 
Biblical Archeeology at London, 
and of the Society " El Chark " at 
Constantinople. He attended the 
International Congress of Orient¬ 
alists held in London in 1871. 

ELIOT, Charles William, LL.D., 


was born at Boston, Massachu¬ 
setts, March 20, 1834. He was 
prepared for college at the Boston 
Public Latin School, and graduated 
(A.B.) at Harvard in 1853. He 
was Tutor in Mathematics at Har¬ 
vard, 1854—58 ; Assistant Profes¬ 
sor of Mathematics and Chemistry, 
1858—G1 j of Chemistry, 18G1—G3 j 
Professor of Chemistry in the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech¬ 
nology, 1805—G9; and was chosen 
President of Harvard May, 1809. 
Since his appointment to this post. 
President Eliot has exercised very 
great influence over the course of 
education in the United States. 
In conjunction with P. H. Storer 
he has written a te Manual of In¬ 
organic Chemistry/* 18GG, and a 
"Manual of Qualitative Chemical 
Analysis," 18G9, besides various 
contributions to scientific journals. 

| ELIOT, Samuel, LL.D., was born 
in Boston, Dec. 22,1821. He gradu¬ 
ated at Harvard College in 1839 ; 
was for two years engaged in mer¬ 
cantile business in Boston, and 
subsequently travelled in Europe. 
In 1817 he published eome “Pas¬ 
sages from the History of Liberty/* 
that were intended to form a part 
of a " History of Liberty," which 
he had meditated for several years. 
The first instalment appeared in 
1849, under the title of "The 
Liberty of Rome," altered to that 
of "History of Liberty, Part I., 
the Ancient Romans j" followed in 
1853 by Part II,, "The Early 
Christians " In 1856 he published 
" A Manual of the United States 
History between the years 1792 
and 1850 ” (revised edition 1877) j 
and in 1880 a selection of " Poetry 
for Children." He was Professor 
of History and Political Science in 
Trinity College, Hartford, from 
1856 to 1864, and President of the 
College from I860 to 18(34, In 
1871—8 he was Lecturer at Har¬ 
vard j from 1872—76 Head-Master 
of Girls* High School in Boston j 
and from 1878 to 1880 Superin¬ 
tendent of the Boston Public 
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Schools. He is at the bead of 
several literary and charitable 
institutions in Boston. 

ELIZABETH, Queen of Roumania 
(Pauline Elizabeth Ottilie Louise), 
daughter of the late Prince Her¬ 
mann of ’Wied.byliia marriage with 
the Princess Maria of Nassarx, was 
born at Hemvied, Germany, Dec. 
29, 1813. In her parents’ home 
she became acquainted with the 
chief writers, poets, scholars, and 
artists of the day, and early showed a 
groat gift for poetical composition, 
writing verses with facility before 
the age of ten. As she grew older 
she showed remarkable intelligence 
in all branches of study, and 
became especially proficient in 
languages, both ancient and 
modern. The years 1803 to 1803 
were spent chiefly in travel. In 
1809 she married Prince Charles of 
Roumania, second son of Prince 
Anthony of Holienzollern, and was 
crowned Queen on May 22, 1881, 
when Roumania was created a 
kingdom. Under the name of 
" Carmen Sylva,” she has pub¬ 
lished several volumes of stories 
and poems, with translations of 
Roumanian poetry into German j 
some of her most beautiful and 
touching poems are those written on 
the death of her only child in 1874. 
She has from the first taken the 
keenest interest in the welfare of 
her Roumanian subjects, and her 
remarkable talents, her great per¬ 
sonal beauty, and her rare powers 
of sympathy have endeared her to 
all with whom she comes into 
contact. 

ELLICOTT, The Right Rev, Charles 
John, D.D., Bishop of Gloucester 
and Bristol, was born April 25, 
1819, at Whitwcll, near Stamford, 
of which parish his father, the 
Rev. Charles Spencer Ellioott, was 
rector. He received his early 
education at Oakham and Stamford 
schools, and then proceeded to 
Cambridge, where he graduated 
B.A. with honours in 1841, and was 
elected a Fellow of St. John’s Col¬ 


lege. In 1842 he carried off the 
first Member’s prize, and in tho 
following year the Hulsoan prize 
on ,r The History and Obligation 
of the Sabbath.” In 1848 he was 
collated to the rectory of Pilton, in 
Rutlandshire, but he resigned this 
small living ten years later on 
being chosen to succeed Dr. Trench, 
the late Archbishop of Dublin, 
as Professor of Divinity in King’s 
College, London. In 1839 ho was 
appointed Hulsean Lecturer, and 
in the following year was elected 
Hulsean Professor of Divinity in 
tho TJDiversity of Carabri dge. The 
Hulsean Lectures for 1800 “ On tho 
Life of Our Lord Jesus Christ” dis¬ 
played profound theological erudi¬ 
tion, and showed that then* author 
possessed a critical knowledge of 
the Greek language. They at¬ 
tracted much attention even be¬ 
yond the limits of the university, 
and it became obvious that Dr. 
Ellicott would bo selected for high 
preferment in tho church. He was 
nominated by the Crown to tho 
Deanery of Exeter in 1861, and in 
1863 to the unitod soes of Glou¬ 
cester and Bristol, which had been 
vacated by the translation of Bishop 
Thomson to York. A principal 
feature of Bishop Ellicott’s epis¬ 
copate is said to be his hearty 
sympathy with the clergy of dif¬ 
ferent theological ,r schools of 
thought.” To him the diocese of 
Gloucester and Bristol owes its 
Theological College, and tlic city 
of Bristol its" Church Aid Society,” 
and its "Church Extension Fund ” 
for supplying spiritual liolp of a 
missionary kind to its overgrown 
parishes, He has also instituted 
a plan of issuing every year a 
Pastoral Letter, in which he com¬ 
ments on passing ecclesiastical 
events, without waiting to deal with 
them for the first time in a Trien¬ 
nial Charge. His lordship takes 
an active part in the deliberations 
of the Upper House of the Convo¬ 
cation of the Province of Canter¬ 
bury. Besides his Hulsean Lee- 
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tures, already referred to, which 
have reached a 5th edition (18G9), 
Bishop Ellieott has published " The 
Histoiy and Obligation of the Sab¬ 
bath/ J a dissertation which ob¬ 
tained the Hulsean Prize for IS 13, 
Camb., 1844 : a " Treatise on Aua- 
lyticftl Statics/’ 1851; "Critical 
and Grammatical Commentaries ” 
on the Epistles to the Galatians 
(1861), and Ephesians (1855), 
Philippians, Colossians, Thessa- 
loniftns, Philemon, and on the 
“ Pastoral Epistles” (1858); an 
essay on the "Apocryphal Gospels” 
in Cambridge Essays, 185G; The 
Destiny of the Creature, and other 
sermons, preached before the Uni¬ 
versity of Cambridge/’ 1858 ; an 
article on " Scripture, and its In¬ 
terpretation ” in Archbishop Thom¬ 
son’s " Aids to Faith/’ 18G1; " The 
Broad Way and the Harrow Way,” 
2 sermons, 1863 ; “ Considerations 
on the Revision of the English 
Version of the New Testament/’ 
18/0; " Six Addresses on Modern 
Scepticism,” published by the 
Society for Promoting Christian 
Knowledge, 1877 ; “ Six Addresses 
on The Being of God/’ pxiblished 
by the same society, 1879; "Pre¬ 
sent Dangers to the Church of 
England, 1881; " Are wo to 
modify Fundamental Doctrines,” 
1885 ; papers in the publications of 
the Christian Evidence Society; 
and annual addresses to the clergy 
of his diocese, published under the 
title of " Diocesan Progress/’ 
(1879—1886). The bishop was for 
eleven years the chairman of the 
Company of the Revisers of the 
Authorized Version of the New 
Testament, published in 1881. He 
is nlso the editor of " A New Testa¬ 
ment Commentary for English 
readers, by various Writers,” in 3 
volumes; and of a "Commentary 
on the Old Testament/’ on a similar 
plan, in 4 volumes (1884). 

ELLIOT, The Sight Hon. Sir 
Henry George, G.C.B., second sur¬ 
viving son of the second Eai*l of 
Minto, by Mary, eldest daughter of’ 


Patrick Brydone, Esq., was bom in 
1817. He was educated at Eton, 
and hold the post of secretary and 
aide-de-camp to Sir John Franklin 
in Tasmania from 1836 to 1839, He 
was appointed a precis writer in tho 
Foreign Office in 1810; an attache 
to the embassy at St. Petersburg in 
1841; Secretary of Legation at the 
Hague in 1818; transfer red to 
Vienna in 1853; and nominated 
Envoy to Denmark, March 31,1858. 
In 1859 he was sent on a special 
mission to the king of the Two 
Sicilies, and in 1862 to the king of 
Greece; was appointed Envoy to the 
king of Italy, Sept. 12,1863, in suc¬ 
cession to Sir James Hudson; and 
Ambassador to the S ublimeOttoman 
Porte in 1867. Shortly afterwards 
he was sworn of the Privy Council, 
and on Nov. 22,1869, he was created 
a Knight Grand Cross of the Order 
of the Bath. He was associated 
with the Marquis of Salisbury as 
joint-plenipotentiary at the Con¬ 
ference of tho representatives of 
the great Powers held at Constanti¬ 
nople in 1876-77 for the purpose of 
considering the critical position of 
affairs in the East. At the close of 
that conference the plenipoten¬ 
tiaries returned to England, and Sir 
Henry Elliot, who happened to be 
extremely unpopular among the 
section of the Liberal party who 
sympathised with Russia, was not 
sent back to the Sublime Porto as 
Ambassador, that post being con¬ 
ferred on Mr. Layard, On Dec. 31, 
1877, however, he was appointed 
Ambassador at Vienna. In 1883 
he resigned, and was succeeded by 
Sir Augustus Paget. 

ELLIOT, The Very Rev. Gilbert, 
D.D., Dean of Bristol, son of the 
late Right Hon. Hugh Elliot, and 
brother of Sir C. Elliot, K.C.B., 
bom in 1800, was educated at St. 
John’s College, Cambridge (B.A., 
1822; M.A. 1824). After holding 
various livings, including the 
incumbency of Trinity Church, 
Marylebone, ho was nominated in 
1850 to the Deanery of Bristol.

Dr. Elliot, who is well known as a 
leader of the Low Church party, 
took an active part as prolocutor 
in the Lower Ilouse of Convocation 
from 1857 till 1864, when he re¬ 
signed. He is the author of one 
or two volumes of sermons. 

ELLIS, Alexander John, E.R.S., 
E.S.A., formerly Sharpe, the name 
having been changed by royal 
license in 1825, was bom June 14, 
1814, at Hoxton, and educated at 
Shrewsbury, Eton, and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, of which lie 
was elected a scholar in 1835, 
and graduated B.A., being sixth 
wrangler, and first in the second- 
class in classics in 1S37. He was 
elected a Follow of the Cambridge 
Philosophical Society in 1837, of 
the Royal Society in 18G1 (in which 
he was a member of the Council for 
1880-2), of the Society of Anti¬ 
quaries in 1870, of the College of 
Preceptors in 1873, and a Life 
Governor of University College, 
London, in 1886. He was President 
of the °hilological Society during 
1872-4, and also 1880-2, of which 
Society he is now a Vice-President. 
Mr. Ellis is also a member of the 
Mathematical Society of London, 
of the Royal Institution, of the 
Society of Arts, and honorary mem¬ 
ber of the Tonic Sol-fa College. In 
1825 he entered the Middle Temple 
as a student, and is still a mem¬ 
ber, though he has nevor been 
called to the bar. He is the author 
of " Alphabet of Nature,” 1845 ; 
"Essentials of Phonetics,” 1818: 
" Plea for Phonetic Spelling,” 
second edition, 1843; "Universal 
Writing and Printing,” 1856 ; 
" Early English Pronunciation, 
with especial reference to Chaucer 
and SliakBpere,” Parts I, and II. 
1BG9, Part III. 1871, Part IV. (to 
p. 1432), 1875, (Parts V. and VI. in 
preparation); " Glossic,” 1870 ; 
" Practical Hints on the Quantita¬ 
tive Pronunciation of Latin,” 1874; 
" On the English, Dionysian, and 
Hellenic Pronunciation of Greek,” 
*1877 *" Pronunciation for Singers,” 


1877; " Speech in Song,” 1878 ; 
with numerous other works and 
tracts on Phonetics, Mr. Ellis 
having been the proprietor, editor, 
and chief writer of the " Pho¬ 
netic Journal,” 1818, and tho 
“ Phonetic News,” 1840. His other 
works are " Only English Pro¬ 
clamation of Henry III.,” 1868; 
translation of Professor M. Ohm's 
" Spirit of Mathematical Analysis,” 
1843 ; " Self-proving Examples in 
Arithmetic,” 1856 j "Algebraiden¬ 
tified with Geometry,” 1874; "How, 
to teach Proportion without refer¬ 
ence to Commensurahility,” 1877; 
translation of Prof. Helmholtz's 
" Sensations of Tone as a Physio¬ 
logical Basis for tho Theory of 
Music,” with an additional appen¬ 
dix, 1st ed. 1876 ; 2nd ed. with now 
notes and appendix, 18S5; " Basis 
of Music,” 1877 ; " Logic for Chil¬ 
dren” (printed 1872-3, published 
1882) ; numerous papers on Music, 
Barometic Hypsomotry, Logic, and 
the Geometrical Meaning of Imagi- 
naries, Stigmatics, and the Compu¬ 
tation of Logarithms, &c., in tho 
Proceedings of the Royal Society, 
1859-84, and on Phonologic Philo- 
logy, with five Annual Presidential 
Addressee in the Transactions of 
the Philological Society, 1866-74 ,* 
besides various lectures on logic 
and educational subjects in the 
“ Educational Times,” 1869-79, and 
in the " Journal of the Society of 
Arts,” 1870 j and in tho latter "On 
the Measurement and Settlement 
of Musical Pitch,” 1877 ; and again 
" On the History of Musical Pitch,” 
1880, and " On the Musical Scales 
of Various Nations,” 1885, for eaoh 
of which last three papers ho re¬ 
ceived a silver medal from tho 
Society of Arts. 

ELLIS, George Edward, D.D., was 
born in Boston, Aug. 8,1814. He 
graduated at Harvard College in 
1833, studied theology at the Cam¬ 
bridge Divinity School, and after 
travelling for a year in. Europe, was 
in 1838 ordained pastor of the Har¬ 
vard Church (Unitarian), Charles- 
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town, Massachusetts, a position 
■which ho resigned in I860. In the 
meanwhile, from 1857 to 18G1, he 
was Professor of Doctrinal Theo¬ 
logy in the Cambridge Divinity 
School. He afterwards went to 
the Tremont Temple, Boston. For 
a long time he edited the Christian 
Register, the organ of the Uni¬ 
tarians of Massachusetts, and in 
conjunction with the Bov. George 
Putnam, D.D., the Chnstian Mot* 
aminer . He is President of the 
Massachusetts Historical Society. 
He has published many sermons 
and addresses, has contributed 
largely to periodicals, and in 1864 
delivered a course of Lowell Lec¬ 
tures on the Evidences of Christi¬ 
anity. He wrote the lives of John 
Mason, Ann Hutcliinson, and Wil¬ 
liam Penn, in Sparkes’s “American 
Biography/ 1 and has published 
"The Half -Century of the Uni¬ 
tarian Controversy” (1857), “ The 
Aims and Purposes of the Founders 
of Massachusetts” (1869), “Me¬ 
moir of Jared Sparks w (I860), 
" Memoirs of Sir Benjamin Thomp¬ 
son, Count Bumf ord” (1871), “His¬ 
tory of the Battle of Bunker’s 
Hill” (1875), “Memoir of Jacob 
Bigelow” (1881), and “The Bed 
Man and the White Man ” (1882). 

ELLIS, Robinson, son of James 
Ellis, Esq., born Sept. 5,1834, at 
Banning, near Maidstone, Kont, 
was educated at Elizabeth College, 
Guernsey, and Rugby School, then 
at Balliol College, Oxford. He was 
elected a Fellow of Trinity College, 
Oxford, in 1858, and appointed 
Professor of Latin in University 
College, London, Jan. 8, 1870. In 
1876 he returned to Oxford, where 
in 1883 he was appointed Uni¬ 
versity Reader in Latin Literature. 
Professor Ellis published in 1867 a 
large and elaborate edition of the 
text of Catullus (2nd edition 1878); 
and an English commentary on the 
poet in 1876. In 1SSI appeared his 
edition of the Ovidian or Pseudo- 
Ovidian poem “Ibis”* in 1885 a 
contribution to the series known as 
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Anectloia OasorAensia , containing 
various unedited materials drawn 
from MSS. in the Bodleian or other 
libraries. Besides theso works he 
translated Catullus into English, 
retaining the metres of tho original, 
in 1871 (Murray). He is a con¬ 
tributor to tho Cambridge Journal 
of Philology, the American Journal 
of Philology , Hcrmathena , the 
Academy, tho Philologische Rund- 
schaUj the Borlin Hermes , and tho 
Nation . Tho University of Dublin 
conferred on him the honorary 
degree of LL.D. with Mr. H, A. J. 
Munro, in July, 1882. 

ELVEY, Sir George Job, Mus. 
Doc., son of the late Mir. John 
Elvey, of Canterbury, was horn in 
that city, March 27, 1816, He 
bogan his musical education as a 
chorister of Canterbury Cathedral, 
under Mr. Highmore Skcats, the 
organist. In 1834, he gained tho 
Greshamprizemedalfor his anthem, 
“ Bow down thine 001*.” In the 
following year he was appointed to 
succeed Mr. Skeats as organist of 
St. George’s chapel, Windsor, and 
in 1837 ho was appointed organist 
to the Queen. Mr. Elvey ontored 
New College, Oxford, and gradu¬ 
ated as Bachelor of Music in 1838, 
his exercise being a Bhort oratorio, 
“ The Resurrection and Ascension,” 
which was afterwards produced in 
London by tho Sacred Harmonic 
Society, on Dec. 2, 184-0, and whioh 
has also been rendered at Boston, in 
the United States, and at Glasgow. 
He proeeded to the degree of Doctor 
of Music at Oxford in 1841, having 
obtained a dispensation from the 
late Duke of Wellington, by which 
he was enabled to take his degree 
two years earlier than the statutes 
of the University would permit. 
His exercise on this occasion was 
an anthem, “ The ways of Zion do 
mourn/’ He composed an anthem 
for voices and orchestra, “ The 
Lord is Kang,” for the Gloucester 
Musical Festival of 1853, and a 
similar one, “ Sing, 0 Heavens,” 
for the Worcester Festival of 1857 
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Sir G. Elvey’s compositions are 
mostly of an ecclesiastical cha¬ 
racter j many of his anthems have 
been published and are in constant 
use. He composed a " Festal 
March' 5 for the wedding of Her 
Royal Highness the Princess Louise 
in 1871 J< which was afterwards per¬ 
formed in public. In the same year 
ho received, from the hands of the 
Queen, the honour of knighthood. 
In June, 1882, he resigned the post 
of organist to the Chapel Royal 
of St. George, Windsor, and was 
succeeded by Mr. Walter Parratt, 
of Oxford. 

EL WIN, The Rev. Whitwell, 
M.A., a member of a good family 
in Norfolk, bom Fob. 25, 1816, was 
educated at Caius College, Cam¬ 
bridge, where he graduated B.A. 
in 18S9. IIo held for some years 
the ouraoy of Heuiington- with- 
Hardington, Somerset, and was 
appointed, in 1819, rector of Booton, 
Norfolk, a living in tlio patronage 
of his family. He became in July, 
1853, editor of tho Quarterlg Review 
in succession to Mr. Lockhart, and 
resigned the post in July, 18G0. 
He then began to preparo a now 
edition of “ The Works of Alex¬ 
ander Pope,” the eighth volume of 
which appearod in 1872. This work, 
liowcvor, he afterwards resigned 
into tho hands of Mr. W. J. Court- 
hope. 

ELWYN, The Rev, Richard, son of 
Rev. William Mwyn, was born at 
Sandwich, Kent, Sept. 14, 1827, 
and educated at Charterhouse and 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, of 
which ho was Soholar and Fellow j 
he was Sonior Classic and B.A., 
1849, M.A. 1852. In 1855 ho became 
second muster of Charterhouse 
School, and in 1858 Head Master, 
In 18C1 he was appointed Hoad 
Master of St. Peter's School, Yorlc, 
andnon-rosidentiory Canon of York, 
In 1872 he accepted the living of 
St. George's, Ramsgate, and was 
made Rural Beau of Westhere and 
Hon. Canon of Canterbury in 1879. 
He became Vicar of East Farleigh 


in 1880 and Rural Dean of North 
Mailing in 1883. In 1885 he was 
appointed Master of the Charter- 
house, in succession to the late Dr. 
Currie. 

ELY, Bishop of. Sec Compton, 
Lord AnwYNja. 

EMXY, (Lord), The Right Hon. 
William Monsell, eldest son of the 
late William Monsell, Esq., of Ter- 
voe, co. Limerick, was born in 1812, 
and educated at Winchester and 
Oriel College, Oxford; ho is a Magis¬ 
trate and Lord Lieutenant of the 
county and city of Limerick (custos 
rotulorum), for which he served as 
High Sherilf in 1835. ILc sat as 
ono of the members, m the Liberal 
interest, for tho county of Limerick 
from Aug. 1847, until his olovation 
to the peerage. Mr. Monsell joined 
the Roman Catholic Church in 1850, 
He was Clerk of tho Ordnance from 
Dec. 1852, till Feb. 1857, when he 
was transferred to the Presidentship 
of tho Board of Health, which he 
hold till Sopt.; was sworn a Trivy 
Councillor in 1855; was Vice-Presi¬ 
dent of tlio Board of Trade from 
Feb. till July, 1866} Under Secre¬ 
tary of State for tho Colonies from 
Dec. 18C8, till 1870 j and Post¬ 
master-General from the latter date 
till 1873, when ho was created a 
poor. 

END100TT, William Oroninshiold, 
United States Socrotary of War, 
born at Salem, Massachusetts, in 
1827. A. B, (Harvard) 1817. He 
was admitted to tin* bar in 1850, 
and practisod law until raised to 
tho bench of the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court in 1873. This posi¬ 
tion ho rosignod in 1882, to travel 
in Europe on account of his health. 
In 1884 ho was tlio Democratic 
candidato for Governor of Massa¬ 
chusetts, but was not olectod. Ho 
was appointed Socrotary of War 
by President Clovoland in March, 
1885. 

ERCKMANN - CHATRIAN, tho 
compound name of two Fronch 
novelists, who have always wribton 
in collaboration with oacli other, 
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and whose names arc as indis¬ 
solubly united as those of our own 
Beaumont and Fletcher. Emile 
Erckmann was born at Phalsbourg 
in the department of the Mourtho, 
May 20, 1822. lie is the son of a 
booksollcr, and after studying by 
fits and Btarts in the college of 
his native town, he proceeded to 
Paris to study law, but never prac¬ 
tised that profession, lie resolved 
to cam a living with his pen, 
and accordingly began a series of 
works of fiction in conjunction with 
M. Alexandre Cbatrian, who was 
born in the hamlet of Soldatenthal 
in the commune of Abreschwiller, 
in the department of the Meurthe, 
Doc. 18, 182G, and who was an 
usher in the college at Phalsbourg, 
when M. Erckmann made his ac¬ 
quaintance in 1847. From that 
time the two friends composed 
numerous tales, all signed " Erck- 
mann-Chatrian,” and diaracterised 
by such unity of composition, that 
no one doubted they were the pro¬ 
duction of a single individual. At 
first they contributed feuilletons, 
which attracted little attention, to 
provincial journals, and wrote some 
dramatic pieces, which were fail¬ 
ures. They at length despaired of 
being able to gain a subsistence by 
then 1 literary efforts, and accord¬ 
ingly M. Erckmann returned to 
bis law books, while M. Chatrian 
obtained a situation in the offices 
of the Eastern Bailway Company. 
It was not until 1859 that the 
publication of " I/IUustre Dooteur 
Matlicus” gave a certain amount 
of popularity to the name of Erck- 
mann-Chatrian. Since then their 
reputation as writers of romances 
has been constantly and steadily 
increasing in consequence of a 
series of works containing faithful 
and graphic narratives of the man¬ 
ners and customs of Germany, and 
of the glories and military reverses 
of tho Revolution and the First 
Empire. The titles of these works 
are— ff Contes Fantastiques,” 1860; 
ff Contes do la Montagne/' I860? 


ft Malfcre Daniel Hock,” ISfil; 
"Contes des Bords du Ithin,” 1862 ;

the title of " Waterloo, a Story of 
the Hundred Days;” "HUtoire 
d'un Homme du Pouple,” 1865 j 
" La Maison Foresticrc,” I860 j 
rr La Guerre,” 1866; " Le Rlocus,” 
1867, translated under the title of 
"The Blockade of Phalsburg; an 
Episode of tho Fall of the First 
French Empire;” "Histone dun 
Paysan,” ISOS, an historical ro¬ 
mance, which has also been trans¬ 
lated into English; and Le Juif 
Polonais,” a play brought out suc¬ 
cessfully at tho Theatre do Cluny 
in 18G9. Among their more recent 
productions are—“The Story of 
the Plebiscite, related by one of 
tho 7,500,000 who voted 'Yes*” 
(translated into English 1872); 
" Brigadier Frederic : A Story of 
an Alsatian Exile ” (translated into 
English 1875); " Maitre Gaspard 
Fix; snivi de l’Education d’un 
Fdodal; ” u Histoire d’un Conser- 
vateur;” "L'Isthme de Suez;” 
and "Souvenirs d'un ancion Chef 
de Chantier; suivi de l’Exilc,” 
1876. Their three-act comedy 
"I/Ami Fritz,” was brought out 
successfully at the Theatre Fran¬ 
cis, Deo. 4,1876, notwithstanding 
tlie discredit which the Bonapart- 
ists had endeavoured to cast before¬ 
hand on the piece by accusing the 
authors of want of patriotism, and 
sympathy with Germany. Their 
novel, ff Les Yieux de la Yielle,” 
was published in 1882; and " Les 
Bantzau ” in 1884. 

ERIOHSEff, John Eric, F.R.S., 

| LL.D, (Edin.), was bom in 1818, 
A A 
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and educated at tlie Mansion 
House, Hammersmith, and at 
University College, London. He 
is a Fellow and Ex-President 
of the Royal College of Surgeons, 
a Fellow of the Royal Society, of 
the Royal Academy of Medicine of 
Belgium, the Imperial Society of 
Physicians of "Vienna, tlio Univer¬ 
sity of New York, and the Ameri¬ 
can Surgical Association, and a 
member of various other learned 
and scientific institutions, home 
and foreign. He was appointed 
Professor of Surgery and of Clini¬ 
cal Surgery at University College, 
and surgeon to the hospital in 1850. 
Mr. Erichsen ib now Emeritus Pro¬ 
fessor of Surgery and consulting 
surgeon to the hospital, and to 
many other medical charities. He 
has been President of the Royal 
Collego of Surgeons of England— 
of the Royal Medical and Chirur- 
gical Society, and of the Surgical 
Section of the Great International 
Medical Congross of 1881, He was 
appointed Secretary to the Physio¬ 
logical Section of the British Asso¬ 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Science in 1841 j was member of 
the Royal Commission on Vivi¬ 
section in 1875, and is Surgeon- 
Extraordinary to the Queen. Mr. 
Erichsen is the author of many 
works and essays on physiology 
and surgery—more especially of an 
"Experimental Inquiry into the 
Nature andTr eatment of Asphyxia/ 1 
to which the Royal Humane Soeioty 
awarded the Fothergillian Gold 
Medal (value .£50) in 1815, and of 
the " Science and Ait of Surgery," 
which has gone through eight large 
editions in this country, and many 
editions in America, besides being 
translated into German, Spanish, 
and Italian, and in part into Chi¬ 
nese. ^ This work, from its exten¬ 
sive circulation, has probably exer¬ 
cised more influence on the progress 
of surgery in all English-speaking 
cptmtries, than any other publica¬ 
tion of the day; also of a Treatise 
on <r ConouBsion of the Spine." 


Mr. Erichsen has been largely en¬ 
gaged as a consulting and operat¬ 
ing surgeon for many years, and 
has devoted much attention to 
surgery in its modico-logal aspects. 
In compliance with an influential 
requisition, he contested, hut un¬ 
successfully, the representation of 
the Universities of Edinburgh and 
St. Andrew's at the General Elec¬ 
tion of 1885. 

ERICSSON, John, was horn July 
31,1803, in tho province of Werme- 
land, Sweden. His father was a 
proprietor of mines \ his brother, 
Baron Nils Ericsson, became chief 
of Swedish railways. At twelve he 
was made a cadet of engineers $ at 
thirteen, a niveleur on tho great 
ship canal intersecting Sweden j at 
seventeen he entered tho army, 
and in 1827 was promoted captain 
by King Charles John (Bcrnadotto). 
In 1826 he constructed a flame 
engine, and wont to Loudon to in¬ 
troduce it, and there resigned his 
commissi on. Ho produced, in rapid 
succession, an instrument for sea- 
soundings, a hydrostatic weighiug 
machine, and numerous other de¬ 
vices, including tubular steam 
boiler and artificial draught by 
centrifugal blowers. In 1820, ho 
competed with Stephenson for the 
historical Liverpool and Manches¬ 
ter Railway prize, for which ho 
built the locomotive "Novelty," 
that was said to excel in lightness, 
elegance and speed all other com¬ 
petitors, but Stephenson's proved 
superior in point of traction. Tho 
same year he invented a steam fire- 
engine, employed in tho presence 
of Wellington, in putting out a fire 
threatening to destroy the Ar- 
gyle Rooms; in 1833 he constructed 
the famous caloric engine, and in 
1863, the ship Ericsson,, of 2,000 
tons, propelled by this motor. A 
sea tried from New York to Wash¬ 
ington and back established great 
economy in fuel, but at a spood too 
low to compete with steam. Moro 
than G,000 caloric engines for do¬ 
mestic purposes have been built up 
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to 188G. I 31 183G Ericsson inventod 
and patented the screw propellei' 
which has revolutionised naviga¬ 
tion. In 1837 he built a Bcrew 
vessel which towed the American 
packet-ship Toronto on the Thames. 
In 1839 he was invited to visit 
America; where he designed, 1841, 
for the IJ. S. Government, the 
screw-propelled warship Princeton , 
with machinery placed below water 
line. This, the pioneer of screw 
warships, carried a 12-inch wrought 
iron gun designed by Ericsson, also 
a wrought iron gun carriage which 
took up the recoil without breech¬ 
ing. To the groat Exhibition of 
1851 he contributed several philo¬ 
sophical instruments, a pyrometer, 
an alarm barometer, a sea-lead and 
other devices. In 1834 ho offered 
the plan of a turret vessel to 
Napoleon III., and in 18G1 built 
for the V. S. Government, in 100 
days, the iron-clad Monitor, which, 
March 9,18G2, defeated, in Hamp¬ 
ton Roads, the Confederate iron¬ 
clad Mcrrimac that had just de¬ 
stroyed the Cumberland and Con¬ 
gress, and was about to destroy the 
rest of the wooden fleet. Other 
monitors won many naval battles, 
and Ericsson's system was taken 
up by European nations and carried 
out by them on a very large scale, 
His latest war vessel, the Destroyer, 
oarries a submarine 16-incli gun, 
which discharges 300 pounds of 
gun-cotton in a 1,500 pound pro¬ 
jectile against an iron-dad's hull 
beneath the armour belt. His 
later scientific studies include com¬ 
putations of the influences that 
retard the earth's rotary motion, 
and the intensity of solar heat. 
His Bun-motor, erected in 1883, 
develops a steady power, obtained 
from the inexhaustible supply of 
direct mechanical energy stored up 
in the sun. This motor is not 
patented, being intended by the 
designer as a contribution to ap¬ 
plied science. Ericsson still re¬ 
sides in New York. 

SANEST II. (Duke of Saxe-Go- 


burg and Gotha). Augustus-Ernest 
Charles John Leopold Alexander 
Edward, who reigns as Ernest II., 
was bom Juno 21,1818, succeeded 
his father Jan. 29, 1811, and mar¬ 
ried tho Princess Alexaudriua, 
daughter of the Into Grand Duke 
Leopold of Baden, brother of the 
late Prince Consort, May 3, 18 J2, 
In 1863 his name was put forward 
as a candidate for the vacant crown 
of Groece, but for state reasons he 
deolined it. Duke Ernest, who has 
laboured to promote German unity, 
gave the stimulus to those liberal 
movements which induced the Em¬ 
peror of Austria to make conces¬ 
sions to his subjects. He is an 
accomplished musician, and lias 
composed several operaswhich have 
been produced in Germany with 
success. 

ESCOSDRA, Don Patricio ds la, 
politician and author, born at 
Madrid, Nov. 5, 1807, passed bis 
early years in Portugal, his father 
serving in the army of Caatahos, 
Having studied at Valladolid, he 
returned in 1820 to Madrid, and 
studied under Lista. In 1824, in 
consequence of his connection with 
the secret society of the lf Numan- 
tinos," he retired to Paris, studied 
mathematics under Lacroix, and 
afterwards repaired to London. On 
his return to Spain in 1826, he 
entered a regiment of artillery, and 
was promoted in 1829 to the rank of 
officer. During this period he de¬ 
voted himself to literary pursuits 
and politics. In 183 4 he was exiled 
as a Carlist to Olivera ; in 1835 he 
was appointed aide-de-camp and 
secretary to Gen. Cordova, upon 
whoso retirement in 1836 he ob¬ 
tained his discharge. Upon the 
accession of Gen. Espartero to 
power, Escosura was again exiled, 
and retired to Erance. Returning 
to Madrid in 1818, he was appointed 
a Secretary of State, and held office 
under the Narvaez ministry, retir¬ 
ing temporarily from public affairs 
in 181G. After having been for 
sometime Under-Secretary of State, 
A A 3 
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in tho Sotomayor Ministry in 1817, 
he accepted tho po&t of Envoy Ex¬ 
traordinary to Portugal in 183 5, 
and became in the following year 
Minister of tho Interior in the Es- 
partero Cabinet, wliich was soon 
succeeded by that of O'Donnell. 
He was Ambassador to the German 
Empire from 1873 to 1871. Ho 
has obtained reputation as a poet, 
dramatist, and novelist, and is 
the author of the following poems: 
—" El Bulto vestido de Negro 
Capuz," and " Herman Cortes on 
Cholula; w dramas, "Corte del 
Buen retiro,” played in 1837 j 
" Barbara Blomberg,” rr I)on Jaime 
el Conquistador,” " La Aurora dol 
Colon/ 1 " El Higuamota/ 1 in 1838 ; 
"Las Moaedades dellcrnan Cortes,” 
" Boger de Elor/ 1 <tc., in 1814-0 ; 
lias mutton two historical romances, 
viz., "El Conde de Candespina,” 
published in 1832; and "Ni Bey, 
ni Boque,” in 1835; a political 
romance, entitled "El Patriarca 
del Valle,” in 1810 ; and " Historia 
Constifcucionnl de Inglaterra/’ in 
1850. 

ESCOTT, Thomas Hay Sweet, was 
bora at Taunton, April 26, 1811, 
being the eldest son of the Bev. 
Hay S. Escott, and member of a 
very old West Somerset family, 
whose seat is Hartrow Manor, near 
Taunton. He was educated at Ox¬ 
ford, where lie graduated second 
class in the final examination in 
LittensHnmanionbvs in Juno, 18G5. 
Mr. Escott was lecturer in logic at 
King's College, London, from 1808 
till 1873, aud during the year 1870 
lie acted as Professor Lonsdnlo’s 
deputy as Professor of Classics. 
He adopted journalism as a pro¬ 
fession immediately after he came 
up to London, in 1865, from Oxford, 
and he has been closely and ac¬ 
tively connected with the London 
daily and weekly press ever since. 
He has also written much for tho 
chief monthly magazines, for the 
most part anonymously. He edited 
the "Satires of Juvenal and Per- 
siusp” 1806, and "The Comedies of 


Plautius,” in 1867. In 1879 lie 
published "Eugland, its pooplo, 
polity, and pursuits,” since trans¬ 
lated into mostEuropean languag es, 
and accepted ns a standard work. 
Mr. Escott was appointed editor of 
the Fortnightly BemeicinOct. 1882, 
on the resignation of Mr. John 
Morloy, but was obliged to resign 
in 1886 on account of ill-health. 

ESHEB, Lord, The Bight Hou. 
Sir William Baliol Brett, Master 
of the Bolls, eldest surviving sou 
of the Bov. Joseph George Brett, 
of Knnclagh, Chelsoa, by Bora, 
daughter of George Best, Esq,, 
late of Chil&ton Park, Kent, was 
bom in 1817. From Westminster 
School he was sent to Cains College, 
Cambridge (B.A. 18-10 j M.A. 1815). 
At this period he was famous for 
his skill in rowing, and he was in 
three University crews. In 1810 
he was called to the bar atLincoln's 
Inn. Ho choso the Northern cir¬ 
cuit, and soon acquired a largo 
practice. He possessed a peculiar 
knowledge of ships and nautical 
matters, and also of many mer¬ 
cantile pursuits; and he dis¬ 
played rare skill in selecting the 
topics most pleasing to juries, and 
in presenting business matters 
clearly to business men. In March, 
1800, he obtained his silk gown, 
and at the same time lie was 
made a bencher of his Inn. His 
political career began in 1800, 
when, in view of a general elec¬ 
tion, ho wont down to Bochdalo 
to oppose Mr. Cobden, and in this 
advanced Liberal borough declared 
himself to be, not merely a Con¬ 
servative, but a Tory. Neverthe¬ 
less ho made bo much progress 
among the constituents, that Mr. 
Cobden deemed it prudent to visit 
Bochdftle personally, in order to 
defend hiB seat. Mr. Brett did 
not succeed in his bold attempt, 
and he failed in the contest against 
Mr. T. B. Potter. Iu July, I860, 
he stood for Holston in Cornwall, 
This election became famous from 
the circumstance of there being a 
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tie, and the Mayor assuming to 
give after four o'clock ft casting 
vote. For doing this the Mayor 
was summoned heforo the House of 
Commons, and Mr. Brett was 
seated on petition. Mi’. Brett 
represented Holst on till 18G8, being 
in Feb. of that year appointed 
Solicitor-General,on which occasion 
he received the honour of knight¬ 
hood. During the short period he 
remained in office he took a promi¬ 
nent part in passing, in 18G8, the 
Registration Act, which enabled 
the general election to be taken 
in that year, and the Corrupt 
Practices Act, which is now in 
force. In Aug. 1868, when it was 
known that the Conservative party 
had failed to gain the support of 
the country, he was appointed a 
Justice of the Court of Common 
Pleas, and by the operation of the 
Judicature Act, he became a Judge 
of the High Court of Justice in 
1875. He tried the gas-stokers, 
and passed on them a sentence, 
which, by some persons, was 
deemed unduly hiush, and by 
others a necessary sentence, con¬ 
sidering the great danger caused 
to the metropolis by the striko. 
His sentence on Col. Valentine 
Baker was also much criticised. 
In Oct. 1870, he was made a Judge 
of the intermediate Court of Ap¬ 
peal, and added to the Privy 
Council. In April, 1883, ho was 
appointed Master of the Rolls, on 
the recommendation of Mr, Glad¬ 
stone, in the place of tho late Sir 
George Jessel. In 1880 he was 
raised to the peerage in recognition 
of Mb long and eminent services as 
a judge. He married, in 1850, 
Eugenie, daughter of Louis Mayer, 
Esq., and step-daughter of the late 
Capt. Gurwood, C.B. (editor of 
tho Duke of Wellington's Des¬ 
patches). 

EXT (Comte d’) ( Prince Louis 
Philippe Marie Ferdinand Gaston 
d’Orleans, horn at tho chateau 
de Heuilly, in the department of 
the Seine, April 28, 18*12, is tho

eldest son of the Due de Hemours, 
and one of the grandsons of King 
Louis Philippe. Brought up in 
exile, ho was educated for the 
military profession, and wont to 
take service in South America. In 
1801 he married Isabella, the 
eldest daughter of Dorn Pedro II 
of Brazil, heiress apparent of that 
vast empire. Domesticated in the 
palace of the mule branch of the 
House of Braganza, and distin¬ 
guished by the title of Marshal of 
the Empire, he took the command 
of the Brazilian forces as they 
were straining every nerve for a 
supremo effort in Paraguay, and 
brought the campaign to a happy 
termination. The straggle with 
Lopez, the Dictator of Paraguay, 
lasted for six years with varying 
success, and was closed by the death 
of Lopez on March 1, 1870, when 
General Cauiara, of the Brazilian 
cavalry, overtook the Dictator at 
Aquidubon, and, as he refused to 
surrender, he was cut down, sword 
in hand, at the head of a small body 
of troops, who manifested their 
attachment to their leader till the 
last. Tho Comte d'Eu afterwards 
made a triumphal entry into Rio 
do Janeiro with the elite of his 
victorious troops. He occupies the 
highest military rank in tho Em¬ 
pire (Marshal of the Army), is a 
member of tho State Council, and 
President of tho Committee for the 
improvement of the armaments, 
and has the direction of affairs in 
Brazil during the frequent and 
protracted visits of the Emperor 
Pedro II. to Europe. 

EUGlSNIEj ex-Empreas of the 
Frenoh. Eugenie-Marie de Guzman, 
Countess of Teba, born May 5,1820, 
is the daughter of Dona Maria 
Manuel a Kirkpatrick, of Close- 
burn, countess-dowager de Monti- 
j os,whose father was English consul 
at Malaga at the period of her 
marriage with the Count de Monti- 
jos, an officer in the Spanish army, 
connected, more or less closely, 
with thu houses of the Duke do 
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Frias, representative of tlie ancient 
admirals of Castile, of the Duke of 
Fyars, and others of the highest 
rank, including the descendants 
of the kings of Aragon. On the 
death of the Count do Montijos, 
liia widow was left with a fortune 
adequate to the maintenance of her 
position, and two daughters, one of 
whom married the Duke of Alba 
and "Berwick, lineally descended 
from James II. and Miss Churchill. 
For Eugenie, the second, a still 
higher destiny was reserved. In 
1851, the Countess Teba, accom¬ 
panied by her mother, paid a 
lengthened visit to Paris, and was 
distinguished at the various enter¬ 
tainments given at the Tuileries 
by the dignity and elegance of her 
demeanour, and by great personal 
beauty,—of the aristocratic English 
rather than the Spanish style. Her 
mental gifts were not less attrac¬ 
tive j for her education, partly 
conducted in England, was very 
superior to that generally bestowed 
upon Spanish women, who seldom, 
quit their native country. Shortly 
after tlie opposition of the highei* 
Northern Powers had put an end 
to the idea of a union between the 
Emperor Napoleon III. and the 
Princess Carola Wasa of Sweden, 
he apprised the council of ministers 
of Ins intended marriage with the 
daughter of the Countess Montijos; 
a measure which excited some dis¬ 
approval among them, and even 
led to their temporary withdrawal 
from office. During the short time 
which intervened between the 
public announcement of the ap¬ 
proaching event and its realization, 
the Countess Teba and her mother 
took up their abode in the palace 
of the Elyses. The marriage was 
celebrated with much magniiiceneo 
on Jan. 20, 1853, at Notre Dame. 
The life of the Empress Eugenie 
after her marriage was compara¬ 
tively uneventful, being passed 
chiefly in the ordinary routine of 
state etiquette j in visits to the 
various royal wessons de plaimice f 


varied by an extended progress 
through France in company with 
her husband j by an annual sojourn 
for the benefit of lior health at 
Biarritz, in the Pyrenees, tlie 
favourite summer resort of her 
family in the days of her girlhood; 
by a journey in England and Scot¬ 
land in the autumn of 1801, and 
in lSGi to soiuo of the German 
baths. The Empress Eugenie, who 
became the mother of an heir to 
i the house of Bonaparte, March 16, 
1856, was a devoted supportor of 
the claims of the Holy See, and to 
her influence much of the policy 
of the emperor towards Italy has 
been attributed. Accompanied by 
the emperor, she visited the cholera 
hospitals in Paris, in Oct. 18G5, and 
her conduct on this occasion was 
very highly commended. In July, 
18GG, she made, with the Prince 
Imperial, an official tour in Lor¬ 
raine, and was present at th efulo 
held at Nancy in commemoration 
of the reunion of that province 
with France. On the occasion of 
the centenary of Napoleon I., in 
Aug. 18G9, she proceeded with tho 
Prince Imperial to Corsica. In 
Oct. of tho same year, her Majesty 
made a voyage to the East on 
board tho steam yacht VAigle. Sho 
went first to Venice, thence to 
Constantinople, next to Port Said, 
where sho was present at the 
formal opening of the Suez Canal 
(Nov. 17), visited the most in¬ 
teresting places in Turkey and 
Egypt, and returned to France at 
the end of November. On the 
outbreak of the war between 
France and Germany she was ap¬ 
pointed Kegent (July 27, 1870) 
during tho absence of the Em¬ 
peror. Immediately after the 
revolution in Paris, on the 4th of 
Sept., she hurriedly loft tho 
Tidleries, and escaped from France. 
She landed at Hyde, in the Isle of 
"Wight, Sept. 9, 1870, and shortly 
afterwards proceeded to join the 
Prince Imperial at Hastings. Cam¬ 
den House, Chielehurst, was sub- 
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sequently selected as a residenco 
by tbe Imperial exiles. In Oct. 
1871, tho Empress went to Spain 
on a visit to her mother. The 
Emperor died at Chislehurst, 
Jan. 9j 1873; and in 1879 the 
Prince Imperial, who had accom¬ 
panied the English army, in the 
Zulu war, was trilled. His body 
was brought to England and buried 
at Chislehurstj and the following 
year the Empress went to Zululand 
to visit the fatal spot on the anni¬ 
versary of her son's death. At 
tho beginning of the year 1881 
the Empress removed from Cam¬ 
den House to the Eamborough 
estate in Hampshire, close to the 
borders of the county of Surrey. 
The estate, which was purchased 
for «£50,000, consists of about 237 
acres., with a picturesque man¬ 
sion. 

EVANS, Arthur John, M.A, 
E.S.A., eldest son of John Evans, 

D. C.L., IMfc.S., &c.j bora 1851, at 
Nash Mills, Hemel Hempsted, 
Herts; was educated at Harrow 
School and Brasenose College, Ox¬ 
ford, taking a first class (in His¬ 
tory) 187 i, continuing his historical 
studies awhile at Gottingen Uni¬ 
versity, under Dr. Pauli. He pro¬ 
ceeded M.A., 1882. At an early 
period he undertook a series of 
journeys having for their object 
antiquarian and ethnological re¬ 
searches through some . of the 
least-known European regions. In 
the course of these he twice ex¬ 
plored the Finnish and Lapp 
countries between the Arctic and 
Baltio SeaB, in company with Mr. 

E, M. Balfour (afterwards Pro¬ 
fessor), and obtained interesting 
materials regarding the survival 
of heathen rites in those regions. 
In 1876 he travelled through the 
Slavonic parts of South-Eastern 
Europe, and, after the insurrection 
broke out, took up his residence at 
Bagusa, in Dalmatia, and, while 
continuing to explore the antiqui¬ 
ties and study the languages and 
ethnology of the Peninsula, fol¬ 


lowed the revolutionary movement 
with warm interest, and described 
the course of events from the 
camps of the insurgents. His 
correspondence, mostly communi¬ 
cated to the Manchester Guardian, 
and partly re-published as "Illy¬ 
rian Letters" (Longmans),afforded 
Parliamentary weapons to the ene¬ 
mies of Turkish dominion in E uropo. 
He was also instrumental in calling 
attention to the frightful state of 
the Bosnian refugees, over 90,000 
of whom perished on Austro- 
Hungarian soil; and he gave 
active assistance to Miss Irby’s 
Belief Fund. During the Austrian 
occupation of Bosnia in 1878 Mr. 
Evans accompanied General Philip¬ 
povich^ division, and narrowly 
escaped being cut to pieces with 
the Unfortunate hussars in the 
ambush of Maglag. During the 
comparatively tranquil period that 
succeeded he was able to continue 
his explorations of the interior, 
the archaeological results of which 
have appeared in "Arch£eologia/ , 
under the title of "Antiquarian 
Researches in Illyricum/' and in 
accounts of new discoveries of 
Illyrian coins in the Numismatic 
Chronicle , &c. In 1882 a revolt 
broke out in the Crivosciun High¬ 
lands of South Dalmatia consequent 
on tho attempt of the Austrian 
Government (in violation of their 
agreement) to introduce military 
service into the country. The 
Austrian Government, highly irri¬ 
tated with Mr. Evans for laying 
the constitutional case of the Cri- 
voscians and Bocchcsi before the 
European public, and rightly fore¬ 
casting the sanguinary conse¬ 
quences of their despotic act, had 
him arrested on a charge of com¬ 
plicity with the insurgents, and 
confined him in the prison at 
Bagusa. After seven weeks' soli¬ 
tary confinement and inquisition 
he was released by Imperial orders, 
but expelled from the Austrian 
dominions. He then settled in 
Oxford, nnd continued his archteo- 
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logical studies. In 1883 he was 
chosen as University Lecturer on 
the Ilchester Foundation, and de¬ 
livered a course of lectures "On 
the Slavonic Conquest of Illyri- 
piim,’' In 1881, on the death of 
Mr. J. H. Parker, he was made 
Keeper of the Ashmolean Museum, 
Oxford, with the re-organization 
of which he has since been occu¬ 
pied, In 1880, in recognition of 
his services to the South Slavonic 
cause, he received the Order of the 
Takova from the King of Serbia. 
In 1881 he was made a member by 
diploma of the Academy of Bel¬ 
grade, and of the Archeological 
Society of Croatia, He is ft mem¬ 
ber of the Antiquarian, Hellenic, 
and Numismatic Societies of Lon¬ 
don. 

EVANS, John, Honorary D.C.L., 
Oxford, and LL.D., Dublin, Treas. 
and V.P.R.S., Pres. S.A., F.G.S., 
&c., is son of the late Rev. A. B. 
Evans, D.D., who was head master 
of Market Bosworth Grammar 
School, Leicestershire. Ho was 
bom in 1823, and educated by his 
father. In 1804 he published"The 
Coins of the Ancient Britons,” and 
in 18/2 , u The Ancient Stone Imple¬ 
ments, Weapons, and Ornaments of 
Great Britain,” which was trans¬ 
lated into French and published 
in Paris in 1873. " The Ancient 
Bronze Implements, Weapons, and 
Ornaments of Great Britain and 
Ireland,” appeared in 1881, and a 
French translation of it in the fol¬ 
lowing year. He has also written 
on tho " Flint Implements in the 
Drift,” in the " Archaeologia,” vols, | 
38 and 39 j and a variety of Papers 
in the " Archaeologia,” and in the 
Numismatic Chronicle, of which he 
is one of tho editors. He was Pre¬ 
sident of the Geological Society in 
1873-G, and of the Anthropological 
Institute in 1878-79, and has been 
President of the Numismatic So¬ 
ciety since 1875, and of the Society 
of Antiquaries since April, 1885, 
and is, in consequence, tin ex officio 
Trustee of the British Museum, 


He is n J.P. andD.L. for Hertford¬ 
shire, of which county lie was High 
Sheriff in 1881-82. 

EVANS, Sebastian, LL.D., 
youngest son of the late Arthur 
Benoni Evans, D.D., horn at Market 
Bosworth, Leicestershire, March 2, 
1830, was educated at Emmanuel 
College, Cambridge, graduating 
B.A, in 1853, M.A. in 1857, and 
LL.D. in 18G8. He became mana¬ 
ger of the artistic department in 
Messrs. Chance Brothers & Co.'s 
glass works in 1867, in which capa¬ 
city he designed the "Robin Hood” 
window exhibited in the Interna¬ 
tional Exhibition of 18G2, and 
lithographed by Mr. Waring in his 
" Masterpieces of Industrial Art.” 
In 1863 he published a volume en¬ 
titled "Brother Fabian's MS. and 
other Poems,” and in 1875, a second, 
" In the Studio, a decade of Poems.” 
In 1867 he became editor of the 
Birmingham Daily Gazette, and in 
1868 unsuccessfully contested tho 
borough of Birmingham in the Con¬ 
servative intorest. lie resigned the 
editorship in Oct. 1870, and was 
called to the bar in 1873, when ho 
joined the Oxford Circuit. After 
practising for some years in Bir¬ 
mingham he removed to London in 
1878, and took an active part in the 
organization of the Conservative 
party in connection with the Na¬ 
tional Union of Conservative Asso¬ 
ciations. In Oct. 1881, lie under¬ 
took tho editorship of a new Con¬ 
servative Sunday newspaper, tho 
People, which, under his manage¬ 
ment, has become an important 
organ of the party. Dr. Evans is 
author of a number of essays and 
poemR, which have appeared in 
various periodicals. Several of his 
lectures have also been separately 
published. 

EVARTS, William Maxwell, 
LL.D,, waB bom in Boston, Feb. 0, 
1818. He graduated at Tale Col¬ 
lege in 1887, studied at the Har¬ 
vard Law School, and in 1841 was 
admitted to tho New York bar, 
where he soon took a high position. 
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Prom 1849 to 1853 he was Deputy 
U. S. District Attorney, In the 
Impeachment trial of President 
Andrew Johnson, in the spring of 
1808, Mr. Evnrts was the leading 
counsel for the defendant, and 
from July, 1808, to the close of 
Mr. Johnson's administration, ho 
was Attorney-General of the United 
States. In 1872 he was counsel for 
the United States in the tribunal 
of arbitration on the Alabama 
claims at Geneva; and in the 
celebrated Tilton-Beecher case, in 
1875 he was at the head of Mr. 
Beecher's counsel. He also argued 
the Republican side of the case 
before the Electoral Commission in 
1877* Upon the accession, in March, 
1877, of Mr. Hayes to the Presi¬ 
dency, he was made Secretary of 
State, a position which he retained 
until the close of Mr. Hayes' term, 
1881. He is at present U. S. 
Senator from How York, his term 
expiring in 1891. Although an 
accomplished scholar and able 
speaker, ho has published only a 
few occasional discourses and ad¬ 
dresses. Among these are the 
fl Contunnial Oration before the 
Lin oman Society of Yale College “ 
(1853), an rf Address before the 
Hew England Society" (1854), 
a Eulogy on Chief Justice Chase, 
the Centennial Oration at Philadel¬ 
phia, and at unveiling the statues 
of Webster and Seward in How 
York. 

EVERETT, Joseph David, P.R.S., 1 
was born at Rushmere, near Ips¬ 
wich, Sept. 11,1831, In 1854 he 
entered the University of Glasgow, 
where he took the degrees of B.A. 
and M.A., with honours in all the 
subjects of the curriculum. After 
successively occupying the posts of 
Secretary to the Meteorological 
Society of Scotland, Professor of 
Mathematics at King's College, 
Hova Scotia, and Assistant Profes¬ 
sor of Mathematics in the Univer¬ 
sity of Glasgow, ho was appointed 
in 1867 Professor of Hatural Phi¬ 
losophy in Queen’s College, Belfast. 


He was secretary to the Units Com¬ 
mittee of the British Association, 
and published in 1875 a volume of 
“ Illustrations," which has largely 
contributed to the general adoption 
of the system of unite recommended. 
He was made secretary to tliq 
Underground Temperature Com¬ 
mittee at its appointment in 1S07, 
and has directed the observations 
which have since been taken in 
various places for determining the 
rate at which temperature in¬ 
creases downwards in the earth. 
He has contributed to the Green¬ 
wich Observations and to the 
Royal Societies of Edinburgh 
and London, papers on Under¬ 
ground Temperature, on Atmo¬ 
spheric Electricity, and on Rigidity. 
His papers on Mirage in the Phi¬ 
losophical Magazine for 1873, cleared 
up several points which had pre¬ 
viously been obscure. Professor 
Everett published in 1870-72 aver¬ 
sion of Deschanel's cf Traits de 
Physique," partly translated and 
partly re-wiitten; in 1877 an Ele¬ 
mentary Text Book of Physics; in 
1885, Outlines of Hatural Phi¬ 
losophy for Schools; and in 1882 a 
work on Vibratory Motion and 
Sound. He is a skilled shorthand 
writer on a system invented by 
himself, which was published in 
1877, and has attracted much at¬ 
tention. 

EVERSLEY (Viscount), The Right 
Hon, Charles Shaw Lefevre, D.C.L., 
the oldest son of the late Charles 
Shaw Lefevre, Esq., M.P, for 
Reading (who assumed the name 
of Lefevre in addition to Shaw 
on marrying a lady of that name, 
whose ancestors were among the 
Preach refugee families that fled 
to England at the revocation 
of the Edict of Hantos), born 
Feb. 22, 1791, and educated at 
Winchester and Trinity College 
Cambridge, where he graduated in 
due course, was called to the bar at 
Lincoln's Inn, but did not practise. 
In 1830 ha was returned to tho 
House of Commons for tho now cbm- 
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franchised borough of Downton, sat 
for Hampshire in 1831-2, and re¬ 
presented the northern division of 
that county from the passing of the 
Kef or m Act till his elevation to the 
peerage. Ho was chosen in May, 
1839, Speaker of the House of Com¬ 
mons, in succession to the late Mr. 
AborcTomhie (afterwardsLord Dun¬ 
fermline), and retired after an 
eighteen years tenure of office, in 
1857. In this capacity his digni¬ 
fied and courteous demeanour, 
strict impartiality, and thorough 
acquaintance with the forms and 
rules of the House secured him 
the confidence and respect of all 
parties, and even under Sir K. 
PeeVa Conservative administration 
no attempt was made to substitute 
another in his place, though he 
professed Liberal politics. His 
Lordship, who was created Viscount 
Eversley on his retirement from 
the Speakership, April 11, 1857, is 
High Steward of Winchester, 
Governor of the Isle of Wight, 
honorary Lieut-Col. of the Hants 
Yeomanry, and an Aide-de-Camp to 
the Queen for the Yeomanry ser¬ 
vice, with the rank of Col. in that 
force. In 1838 he was appointed a 
Commissioner of Church Estates, 
which office he resigned in 1859, 
when he was appointed an Eccle¬ 
siastical Commissioner. 

EWART, James Oossar, M.D., 
was horn at Penicuik, Mid¬ 
lothian, 26 Nov, 1851. He was 
educated at Penicuik and at 
the University of Edinburgh, 
where in 1871, he was appointed 
Demonstrator of Anatomy. In 
1875, he was elected Conservator 
of the Museums of University 
College, London. While at Uni¬ 
versity College, he completely re¬ 
organised the Museums and in¬ 
vestigated the life history of the 
Bacillus of Splenic Fever and of 
other minute organisms. In 1878 
he was appointed by the Crown to 
the Chair of Natural History in 
the University of Aberdeen, and 
in-1882, he was transferred to the 


corresponding chair in the Uni¬ 
versity of Edinburgh—the most 
desirable post a naturalist can 
hold in this country. In the same 
year he was elected a member of 
tho Fishery Board for Scotland. 
While in Aberdeen, Professor 
Ewart introduced classes for tho 
practical study of zoology, and 
organised a small marine labora¬ 
tory. At tliis, the first marine 
laboratory started in Britain, Pro¬ 
fessor Ewart and Mr. Romanes, 
made their investigations for their 
memoir on the Echinoderms, which 
the Royal Society constituted tho 
Croonian lecture for 1881. Since 
returning to Edinburgh, Professor 
Ewart lias devoted himself to 
developing the Natural History 
Department, and to creating a 
scientific department in connection 
■with the Fishery Board $ consider¬ 
able progress has already been 
made in working out the natural 
history and development of the 
herring and other food fishes. In 
this work Professor Ewart has tho 
use of three marine stations, and 
is assisted by a staff of three 
naturalists and several fishery 
officers, and tho government in 
addition to voting grants for 
carrying on the scientific work, has 
provided boats for trawling and 
other operations. Recently ho has 
been endeavouring to discover im¬ 
proved methods for preserving fish, 
and to introduce the famous Loch 
Fyne herring to the Antarctic 
ocean. In addition to the laborious 
work of his chair, Professor 
Ewart has found time to have two 
lectureships instituted in the Uni¬ 
versity—one on “ Embryology,” 
and one on the Philosophy of 
Natural History,” and bo has done 
much to obtain for the students a 
much wanted Union such as exists 
at Oxford and Cambridge. 

EXETER, Bishop of, See Bioker- 
s teth. Dr. 

EYRE, The Most Rev. Charles, 
a Roman OathoKcpr elate, son of tho 
late John Lewis Eyre, Esq. (Count 
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Eyre in the Papal dominions), and 
brother of the late Very Key, 
Monsignor Eyre of Hampstead, 
-was born in 1817, at Askam Brynn 
Hall, York, and educated at TTshaw 
College, Durham, and in Rome, 
Ho was appointed assistant priest 
at St. Andrew's church, Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, in 1813 ; removed to St. 
Mary's, Newcastle, in 1814 \ became 
senior priest at St. Mary's Cathe¬ 
dral, Newcastle, in 1817, and re¬ 
mained there, with a short interval, 
till Christmas, 1868. He was for 
many years canon of the diocese of 
Hexham and Newcastle j and for 
some time was Vicar-General j was 
appointed Archbishop for tho 
Western district, and Delegate- 
Apostolic for Scotland in Decem¬ 
ber, 1868 j and waB consecrated in 
the church of St. Andrea della 
Valle, Rome, Jan. 31, 1809, by the 
title of Archbishop of Anazarba, in 
partibua injidelium. When tho 
ancient hierarchy was restored in 
Scotland by Pope Leo XIII., on 
March 4, 1878, Mgr. Eyre was 
appointed Archbishop of Glasgow. 
Archbishop Eyre is the author of a 
ft History of St. Cuthbert,'’ 1819 
(2nd Edit. 1858). 

EYRE, Edward John, some time 
Governor of Jamaica, was born in 
Aug., 1815, son of the late Rev. 
Anthony Eyre, vioar of Hornsea 
and Long Riston, in the East 
Riding of Yorkshire, and educated 
at the Louth and Sedbergh gram¬ 
mar-schools. Patting to obtain a 
commission in the army at seven¬ 
teen years of age, he determined to 
try his fortune in Australia, and 
having arrived at Sydney about 
1833, with a capital of .6400, en¬ 
gaged in sheep-farming and the 
transporting of cattle. He was 
successful, and invested the profits 
in tho purchase of an estate situ¬ 
ated on the lower Murray, upon 
which he settled and remained for 
several years, during which period 
ho was appointed resident magis¬ 
trate of his district, and Protector 
of the Aborigines. In the nume¬ 


rous disputes which arose between 
the European settlers and tho 
aborigines, he acted with much 
discretion, and upheld as much as 
possible the lawful rights of tho 
wandering native tribes. In a 
work entitled ff Disco voiles in Cen¬ 
tral Australia," published in 1845, 
ho earnestly pleads their cause. 
Tn the meantime he distinguished 
himself aB an Australian explorer 
of tho then unknown shore, extend¬ 
ing from 118 deg. to 134 deg. of 
east longitude between King 
George's Sound, in West Australia, 
and Port Lincoln, in South Austra¬ 
lia. In 1845 Mr. Eyro returned 
to England, and in 1846 received 
from Earl Grey, then Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, tho 
appointment of Lieut.-Governor 
of New Zealand, as second to 
the Governor, Sir George Grey. 
Having served his full term as a 
colonial governor, he returned to 
England in 1853, and about a 
twelvemonth afterwards was ap¬ 
pointed Lieutenant-Governor of 
the island of St. Vincent. This 
post he held for six years j and in 
the year 1839 and 1860 ho was in 
the island of Antigua, filling tho 
place of the Governor of the Lee¬ 
ward Islands, who was on leavo of 
absence. In 1860, upon the termi¬ 
nation of his Governorship of An¬ 
tigua, Mr. Eyre returned to Eng¬ 
land to recruit his health j and in 
1862 ho was chosen by the lato 
Duke of Newcastle, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, to adminis¬ 
ter the Government-in-Chicf of 
Jamaica and its dependencies dur¬ 
ing the absence of Governor Dar¬ 
ling, who had returned to England 
on account of ill-health. In con¬ 
sequence of the non-return of 
Governor Darling, Mr. Eyre was 
appointed Captain-General and 
Governor, General-in-Chief and 
Vice-Admiral of the Island of 
Jamaica, July 15, 1864 j and on 
insurrection having broken out in 
Oct., 1865, he proclaimed martial 
law, and used very vigorous mea- 
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sures for its suppression. As a 
result, what was believed to be 
a dangerous insurrection was 
crushed. But his measures, more 
especially in the trial by court- 
martial, and condemnation to 
death of George William Gordon, 
a mulatto of property, excited 
much resentment among certain 
sections at home, and a commission 
of xnqniiy was despatched to 
Jamaica, Governor Eyre being 
superseded, and Sir Henry Storks 
temporarily appointed in his place. 
The report of the committee, pub¬ 
lished in Juno, 18Gb, exonerated 
Governor Eyre from the heavy 
charges brought against him, but 
he was recalled, and Sir P. Grant 
appointed his successor. Mr. Eyre, 
on reaching Southampton, found 
that nn association called the 
“ Jamaica Committee 51 had deter¬ 
mined to institute legal proceed¬ 
ings against him and his colleagues. 
It was in connection with these 
proceedings that Lord Chief Justice 
Cockburn delivered his celebrated 
charge to tho grand jury in the 
case of Regina v. Nelson if Brand. 
Tho actions against Mr. Eyre ex¬ 
tended over a period of about 
four years, entailing an expendi¬ 
ture connected with his defence of 
over £10,000. In every instance, 
however, the proceedings instituted 
failed to substantiate any case 
against Mr. Eyre. ]

FAED, John, R.S.A., artist, born 
in 1820, at Burley Mill, in the 
stowartry of Kirkcudbright, whore 
his father was an engineer and 
millwright, showed an early taste 
for art, and, encouraged by a suc¬ 
cessful painting, which he finished 
at the age of twelve, began to paint 
miniatures in his own neighbour¬ 
hood. Ho repaired, in 1811, to 
Edinburgh, where he exhibited, in 
1S30, some pictures of humble life, 
which mot with a ready sale. His 


principal works are—'* Shakespeare 
and his Contemporaries ;” and two 
scries of drawings, illustrating 
"The Cotter’s Saturday Night,” 
and"Tho Soldier’s Return.” Since 
coming to London in 180-1 Mr. Faed 
has painted “ The Wapponschaw • 
or Shooting Match ; ” ‘'Catherine 
Sefton;” "The Old Style“Tam 
O’Shanter ;" " Haddon Hall of 
Old;” ,r Tho Ballad ; w "Old 
Age;“ "The Stirrup Cup j ” "The 
Old Crockery Man;” "John 
Anderson, my Jo’; ” " Parting of 
Evangeline and Gabriel;” "The 
Old Brocade;” "Auld Mare 
Maggie;" "Game-keeper’s Daugh¬ 
ter j ” and " The Hiring Pair.” 

FAED, Thomas, R.A. (brother of 
Mr. John Pacd), born at Burley 
Mill, in the stowartry of Kirkcud¬ 
bright, in 182G, lost his father in 
his boyhood, but, aided by his 
brother, who was working his way 
to reputation as an artist in Edin¬ 
burgh, resolved to follow the bent 
of his genius. While a student at 
the School of Design in Edinburgh, 
where for a short period he way 
under the tuition of Sir W. Allan, 
he was annually successful at the 
competition for prizes in various 
departments. The earliest work 
' of art he exhibited in public was 
a drawing in water-colours from 
the "Old English Baron.” Ho 
soon after took to oil-painting, 
exercising his brush on such sub¬ 
jects as draught-players and shep¬ 
herd boys. Mr. Faed became an 
Associate of the Royal Scottish 
A cademy in 1819, and settled per¬ 
manently in London in 1852, and 
began to exhibit at tho Royal 
Academy, generally choosing do¬ 
mestic and pathetic subjects, or 
subjects appealing to Scotch re¬ 
ligious sentiment. In 1855 his 
"Mitherless Bairn,” elicited very 
high praise. Other works by Mr, 
Faed are—" Home and the Home¬ 
less,” " The First Break in the 
Family,” "Sunday in tho Back¬ 
woods,” and "The Last o’ tho 
Clan.” Mr. Pacd was made A,R.A. 
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in 1859, and R.A. in 18G1. Ho was 
elected an honorary member of tlie 
Vienna Royal Academy in Jan,, 
1875. 

FAIDHERBE, louis Leon Cesar, 
a French general, born at Lille, 
Jime 3, 1818, studied first at the 
college of his native town, entered 
the Polytechnic School at Paris, 
and next proceeded to that of Metz, 
which ho left in 1842, with the 
rant of lieutenant in the first regi¬ 
ment of engineers. He began his 
military career in Algeria, where 
he was stationed during the years 
1811 and 1815 ; and in 1818 he wont 
to Guadaloupc with the rank of 
captain. Being habituated to life 
in the tropics, and acquainted with 
questions of colonization, which 
ho laid thoroughly studied during 
his residence in the Antilles, lie 
addressed in 1850 a demand to the 
Ministry of ar to he attached to 
the staff at Senegal; hut as there 
happened to he no vacancy at the 
timo, he returned to Algeria, where 
he constructed the advanced fort of 
Bou-Saada, took part in the cam¬ 
paign against the Kahylea under 
General Saint-Arnaud, 1851; and 
in the expedition in the highlands 
under General Bosquet, 1852. The 
services lio rendered at the time of 
the disaster which brought tins last 
expedition to an end, procured for 
him the Cross of the Legion of 
Honour, At the end of the same 
year he was, in consequence of his 
reiterated requests. Bent to Senegal, 
and after a residence of two years 
there he had acquired such an ex¬ 
tensive and accurate knowledge of 
the wants, the dangers, the econo¬ 
my, and the practical policy of the 
colony, that M. Ducos, the Minister 
of Marine, did not hesitate to en¬ 
trust him, in 1851,with the supreme 
government of the French posses¬ 
sions in Senegal. M. Faidherbe 
therefore devoted liis whole energies 
to the task he had so long desired to 
undertake, namely, the renovation 
of the colony, and it took him no 
Jess than seven years to accomplish 


it. After a warfare of four years’ 
duration, he recaptured from the 
Moors the left bank of the river 
Trarza, 1858; annexed the coasts of 
Buol, Sine, Saloum, and Casainanza ; 
established a system of fortresses, 
forts, nnd woodon blockhouses, 
which guaranteed the security of 
the country, unci also a network of 
electric telegraphs ; opened new 
factories at Dagmia, Podor, Mat an, 
and Saldo ; and finally waged a war 
of extermination against the Pro- 
phot El-Hadji-Omar, who had con¬ 
ceived the vast project of founding 
an immense Mti&sulnmn empire in 
Central Africa, by driving out the 
foreigners, and uniting the native 
tribes in a kind of confederation. 
This war, which was a question of 
life or death for the colony, and 
which spread over a territory no 
less than 300 leagues in extent, is 
the chief military exploit of M. 
Faidherbe. It terminated in 1SU0 
by the submission of the Apostle of 
Islam. After having crowned his 
undei taking by establishing regular 
relations with Cuylor, a powerful 
state which separates the two im¬ 
portant French establishments at 
St. LouiB and Gorce, he exuilted 
Senegal in order to take the com¬ 
mand of the subdivision at Sidi- 
bel-Abbes, having been previously 
appointed Lieutenant-Colonel of 
Engineers in 1855, and Colonel in 
1858, Luring his absence from the 
coastof the Atlantic, the programme 
drawn up by him was disregarded by 
the authorities, and affairs came to 
a crisis. Consequently, on May 20, 
18G3, the Minister of Marine again 
sought the intervention of M. Faid¬ 
herbe, who, raised to the rank of 
General of Brigade, resumed tho 
reins of government in Senegal. 
Two years later the slate of his 
health compelled him to return to ft 
less deadly climate, and accordingly 
he was appointed to the chief 
command of the subdivision of 
Bone, in Algeria, Diming the dis¬ 
astrous war between France and 
Germany, General Faidherbe acted 
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a conspicuous part, being nominated 
in Nov. 1870, to the chief command 
of the Army of the North (22nd 
corps). In July, 1871, he %vas 
returned to the Assembly for three 
departments—the Nord, the Pas- 
de-Calais, and the Somme—but in 
the following month he resigned his 
position as deputy, in consequence 
of his conviction that the Assembly 
was assuming duties other than 
thoso conferred upon it by the 
electors, and also because he en¬ 
tirely disapproved the disbanding 
of tho National Guards, He was 
afterwards sent by the French 
Government on a scientific mission 
to Upper Egypt, and on his return 
the towns of Saint-Quentin and 
Amiens presented him with a sword 
of honour. He was elected a Senator 
in Jan. 1879. General Faidherbe 
is the author of “ Notice sur la 
Colonie du Senegal et sur les Pays 
qui sont en relations avec elle” 
1859; " L* Avenir du Sahara et du 
Soudan/ 3 1863 ; ir Cliapitres de G6o- 
graphie sur le Nord-Ouest de 
FAfrique, avee une carte de ces 
contrees, il Fusage des ccolea de la 
Senegambie/ 3 18G5; rf Recherches 
Anthropologiques sur les Dolmens 
d'Algfrie/' 1868 ; “ Inscriptions 
Lybiques et Apei^us Ethnogra- 
phiques sur les Numides/ 3 1870; 

Campagne de FArmee da Nord en 
1870-71 r Paris, 1871; "Essai sur la 
langue Poule/ 3 1875; and a large 
number of articles in periodical 
publications. 

FAIHBAIBN, Sir Andrew, bom 
at Glasgow on the 5th of March, 
1828, is the only son of Peter Fair- 
bairn, afterwards Mayor of Leeds, 
and knighted hv the Queen. He 
was educated at Leeds, Geneva, and 
Glasgow, and in 1846 became a 
pensioner at Christ’s College, Cam¬ 
bridge, but emigrated to Peter- 
liouse in January of the following 
year. He graduated B.A. in Jan., 
1850, and took liis M.A. degree in 
1853. He was called to the Bar at 
the Inner Temple on 30fch April, 
1862, and attended the West Biding 


Sessions and Northern Circuit 
until 1856. Ho then relinquished 
practice, and in 18G0 became a 
partner in the firm of his father, on 
whose death in 1RC1 he succeeded 
to the business. In 18GG he was 
elected Mayor of Leeds and was re¬ 
elected to the same office in 1867. 
During tho latter year he was a 
Commissioner of the Leeds Exhibi¬ 
tion of Fino Arts and was knighted 
(by patent) in 1868, during tho 
Ministry of Mr. Disraeli. Ho re¬ 
signed Ms mayoralty in September, 
18G8, in order to stand as Liberal 
candidate for Leeds. lie was un¬ 
successful, as also in 1874, when lie 
contested Knaroaborough. He be¬ 
came a director of the Great 
Northern Railway in 1878, and the 
same year he was appointed Royal 
Commissioner to the Paris Exhibi¬ 
tion. In 1880 he was elected 
Member for the Eastern Division 
of tho West Riding, and when the 
Division was split up into six sub¬ 
divisions in 1885 he was chosen as 
the first representative of tho Otley 
Division. Tho same year he was 
appointed Yice-Presidoni of tho 
Railway Congress at Brussels, and 
was made a Knight Commander of 
the Order of Leopold by the King 
of the Belgians. 

FAIRBAIRN, Sir Thomas, Bart., 
eldest surviving son of tho late 
Sir WilliamFairbaiin, Bart., LL.D., 
F.R.S., was born in Manchester in 
1823, and received a private educa¬ 
tion. A long residence in Italy 
afforded him opportunities for the 
study and appreciation of art, and 
induced him to make efforts for its 
encouragement in this country, 
especially in connection with edu¬ 
cation. Under the signature of 
" Amicus ” he has contributed, 
during many years, letters to the 
Times newspaper, on the relations 
between employers and employed, 
the social progress of England, 
Trade Unionism, and other sub¬ 
jects. He was chairman of tho 
Exhibition of the Art Treasures of 
the United Kingdom at Manchester 
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in 1857, and on her Majesty's visit 
in June was offered the honour of 
knighthood, which he declined. 
He was one of her Majesty's Com¬ 
missioners for the Exhibition of 
1851, and took an active part in 
the organization of the Great 
Exhibition of 1802, in the same 
capacity. He succeeded to the 
baronetcy on the death of his 
father, Aug. 18, 1874. Sir Thomas 
Fairbnim is a Magistrate and 
Deputy-Lieutenant for Lancashire 
and Hampshire, and was High 
Sheriff of the latter county in 
1870. 

FAIT HP trill,, Miss Emily, 
daughter of the late Rev. Ferdi¬ 
nand Eaithfull,wasbom at Headley 
rectory, Surrey, in 1836, and edu¬ 
cated in a school at Kensington, 
where she early showed that sin¬ 
gular firmness and independence 
of mind which have since cha¬ 
racterised her. She was presented 
at Court in her twenty-first yeaT, 
and entered for a short time into 
the gaieties of London life. On 
becoming interested in the condi¬ 
tion of women, she devoted herself 
to the extension of their remunera¬ 
tive spheres of labour. In I860 
she collected a band of female 
compositors, and, in spite of great 
difficulties, founded a typographical 
establishment in Great Corain 
Street, W.C., in which women (as 
compositors) were omployed, and 
for which Bhe obtained the approval 
of her Majesty. Among many 
other specimens of first-rate work¬ 
manship produced at the "Victoria 
Press is the <r Victoria Regia/' 
dedicated by special permission to 
the Queen, who signified her appro¬ 
bation by gi ving a warrant appoint¬ 
ing Mss Faithfull printer and 
publisher in ordinary to Her 
Majesty. Jn May, 1863, Miss 
Faithfull started a monthly publi¬ 
cation called The Victoria, Magazine* 
in which the views Bho seekB to 
advocate, and the olaims of women 
to remunerative employment, were 
earnestly set forth. In the spring 


of 18G8 Miss Faithfull published a 
novel, entitled " Change upon 
Change/' which ran into a second 
edition within a month of its 
publication, and was received with 
great favour by the press, " as 
abounding in clover pictures of 
social life of tho higher class/' 
Shortly after this Miss Faithfull 
made her ettbut at the Hanover 
Square Rooms as a lecturer. She 
has achieved a marked success in 
this capacity, and frequently lec¬ 
tures in our leading literary and 
philosophical institutions. In 1872- 
73, Mss Faithfull visited the 
United States, and received a very 
kindly welcome in Steinway Hall. 

FAMHJIERE, Jean Alexandre 
Joseph, a French painter and 
sculptor, was bom at Toulouse, 
Sept, 7, 1831. He was a pupil of 
Jouffroy, and at tho Ecole des 
Beaux Arts gained the Pi'ixdcJtoine 
in 1859, In 1857 ho sent to the 
Salon a plaster statue of the Infant 
Theseus, which was reproduced in 
marhle and exhibited in 1805. 
Since then he has executed "A 
Christian Martyr/' now in the 
Gallery of the Luxembourg, 
1867; cr Ophelia," 1SG9; “Vain- 
queur au Combat do Coq," 1870 j 
" Pierre Corneille/' 1872 (pur¬ 
chased by the Government);" Dan- 
sense £gyptxennc/' 1873, for the 
Th&ttre Francois; "La Suisso 
acGueiUant Fannie Framjaise/' 
1874, presented to the town of 
Toulouse by the Federal Council; 
and a bust of Lamartine, 1876, which 
was solemnly inaugurated at Mdcon 
in August, 1878. M. Falguifcre is 
also well-known as a painter. His 
first picture " Frfes du Chdteau," 
1873, attracted much attention; 
"Les Lutteurs," 1876, was warmly 
praised, as were also "Cain and 
Abel/' 1876, and u The Beheading 
of John the Baptist," 1877. At the 
Paris Exposition of 1868 ho was 
awarded a medal of the first-class. 
He is a Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour. 

FALK, Dr, Adalbert, a German 
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statesman, horn at Mutsclikau, in 
Silesia, in 1827, is the son of a 
Lutheran minister who was a 
“ liberal theologian." He studied 
first in the "Realachule” of Landes- 
hut, then at the Gymnasium in 
Breslau, and finally at the Univer¬ 
sity of the latter city. In 1817 ho 
began his legal career ; in 1850 he 
became an assistant of the Public 
Prosecutor in Breslau ; in 1853 
chief of this office at Lyck j in 1861 
he assumed the same functions 
before the Kam mergericM or Superior 
Court, with duties in the Ministry 
of Justice ; in 18G2 he became 
Judge of the Court of Appeals at 
Glogau; and in 18G8 he was per¬ 
manently assigned as Privy Coun¬ 
cillor, or Geh eimra th, to the Ministry 
of Justice. He sat in the Prussian 
House of Deputies from 1858 to 
1SG1; he was elected to the Con¬ 
stituent Worth German Reichstag 
in 1SG7; and he has been a member 
of the Imperial Parliament ever 
since its establishment. When 
Prince Bismarck resolved to weaken 
the influence of the Roman Catholic 
Church in Prussia, he caused Dr. 
Falk to be nominated Minister of 
Public Worship (Jan. 22, 1872), in 
succession to Dr. von Miihler. 
During his tenure of office, Dr, 
Falk succeeded in passing various 
repressive laws directed against 
the hierarchy and the clergy, and 
his name has thus become known 
beyond the limits of the German 
Empire. He resigned the post of 
Minister of Public Worship July 
XI, 1879, and was succeeded by 
Herr von Puttkamer. 

PARLEY, James Lewis only son 
of the late Mr, Thomas Farley, of 
Meiltran, co, Cavan, was born at 
Dublin, Sept. 9, 1823. After the 
Crimean war and the peace of 
Paris, in 1850, the attention of 
English capitalists was directed to 
Turkey, and the Ottoman Bank 
was formed. Mr, Farley aoceptod 
the post of Chief Accountant of 
the branch at Beyrout, which he 
assisted in successfully establish¬ 


ing. In I860 lie was appointed 
Accountant-General of the State 
Bank of Turkey at Constantinople, 
which subsequently became merged 
in the Imperial Ottoman Bank. 
He has been a froquent contributor 
to the newspaper press on ques¬ 
tions relative to the trade and 
finances of Turkey, and was special 
correspondent for the'Daily News 
during tho Sultan's visit to Egypt 
in 1863, and during tho Imperial 
and Royal visits to Constantdiioplo 
in 1869. Ho is also the author of 
" Two Years in Syria," 1858; "The 
DruseB andMaronites/' 1861;"Tho 
Resources of Turkey," 1802 ■ 
" Banking in Turkey,” 1863 ; and 
"Turkey/* 18GG. In recognition 
of his literary services to tho 
Turkish empire, he was, in March, 
1870, appointed Consul at Bristol 
for his Imperial Majesty the 
Sultan. He is a FgUgw of the 
Statistical Society of London, 
and a Corresponding Member of 
the Institut Egyptian, founded 
by the First Napoleon in Alexan¬ 
dria. 

FARRAR, The Ven. Frederic 
William, D.D., F.R.S., Archdeacon 
of Westminster, son of the Rev. C. 
R. Farrar, Rector of Sidcup, Kent, 
was bom in Bombay, Aug. 7, 
1831. He received his education 
at King William's College, in the 
Isle of Man, and at King*s Collogo, 
London. He became a classical 
exhibitioner of the University of 
London in 1850, graduated B.A. 
there, and was appointed a Uni¬ 
versity scholar in 1852. Mr. Farrar 
was successively a Scholar and 
Fellow of Trinity College, Cam¬ 
bridge, and in 1851 he took his 
Bachelor's degree in that Univer¬ 
sity as fourth in the first class of 
tho Classical Tripos, and a Junior 
Optime in mathematics. He had 
already obtained the Chancellor's 
Prize for English Verse by his 
poem on "The Arotic Regions/' 
and he subsequently gained the 
Le Bas Classical Prize, and became 
also Norrisian Prizeman, In 185 J, 
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ho was ordained deacon by the 
Bishop of Salisbury, and in 1857 
he was admitted into priest's orders 
by the Bishop of Ely. For many 
years he was one of the Assistant 
Masters at Harrow under Dr. 
Vaughan, and under liis successor 
Dr. Butler; and he held, -with 
great distinction, the Head Mas¬ 
tership of Marlboi*ough College 
from Jan. 1871, till April, 1876. 
Dr. Farrar was a select preacher 
before the University of Cambridge 
in 1868, and again in 1874-3, and 
he preached the Hulsean Lectures 
in 1870. He was an Honorary 
Chaplain to the Queen from I860 
to 1873, when he was nominated 
one of Her Majesty's Chaplains in 
Ordinary. In April, 1876, he was 
appointed to a canonry in West¬ 
minster Abbey and the rectory of 
St. Margarot's, vacant by the death 
of Canon Conway. He was ap¬ 
pointed Archdeacon of Westmin¬ 
ster, April 24, 1883. Dr. Farrar is 
the author of tho following works 
of fiction:—“Eric, or Little by 
Little," 1S3S; "Julian Home," 
1859; and “ St. Winifred's, or the 
World of School," ISG3. His 
philological works are — “ The 
Origin of Language," 1860 j 
“ Chapters on Language," 1865; 
“ Greek Grammar Rules," 0th 
edition, 1865; “Greek Syntax," 3rd 
edition,1867; “Families of Speech," 
1870; and “ Language and Lan¬ 
guages," being a revised edition of 
“Chapters on Language” and 
“Families of Speech," comprised 
in one volume, 1878. He has also 
published ” A Lecture (before the 
Royal Institution) on Public School 
Education," with notes, 1867 i and 
edited “ Essays on a Liberal Edu¬ 
cation," 2nd edition, 1868. His 
theological works are— w Seekers 
after God" (Sunday Library), 
18G9 ; “The Witness of History to 
Christ; being the HulseanLectures 
for 1870," 1871; <f In the Days of 
thy Youth/' sermons preached in 
the chapel of Marlborough College, 
1877; * f The Life of Christ," 2 vols.. 


1871, which reached its twelfth 
edition in a single year; “ Life of 
St. Paul," 1879; and “The Early 
Days of Christianity," 2 vols., 
1882; besides several volumes of 
sermons. All Dr. Farrar's works 
have passed through many edi¬ 
tions, and many of them have been 
translated into French, Dutch, Rus¬ 
sian, Swedish, and Italian. Besides 
these works. Dr. Farrar has been 
a contributor to the Speaker's Com¬ 
mentary (Book of Wisdom) and 
Bishop Ellicotfc’s Commentary 
(Book of Judges); to the Cam¬ 
bridge Biblo for schools he has 
contributed commentaries on St. 
Luke and the Epistle to the 
Hebrews, both in the Greek and 
the English editions. He also 
furnished articles to Smith's w Dic¬ 
tionary of the Bible/' Kitto's 
“Biblical Cyclopaedia," the “En¬ 
cyclopaedia Britannica/' etc. In 
1883 he was appointed Rural Doan 
by the late Bishop of London, and 
was re-elected by the clergy to the 
same office in 1883. Archdeacon 
Farrar is Honorary Chaplain of the 
2nd Volunteer Battalion Royal 
Fusiliers. In 1S83 he was appointed 
Bampton Lecturer before the Uni¬ 
versity of Oxford, and delivered a 
course (since published) on “The 
History oflnterpretafcion.” In 1SS5 
he visited America, where ho re¬ 
ceived a most hearty welcome from 
all classes, and especially from Dio 
xnembors of all religious denomi¬ 
nations. Ho has taken a promi¬ 
nent part in temperance reform, in 
tho Diocesan Council for the Wel¬ 
fare of Young Men, in the West¬ 
minster Sanitary Aid Association, 
in the Westminster Sunday School 
Association (of which he was the 
founder), and in many other philan¬ 
thropic works, 

FARRAB, The Rev. John, a 
Wesleyan Minister, bom at Aln¬ 
wick, Northumberland, July 29, 
1802, was educated at Woodhouse 
Grove Schools, near Leeds. He 
became a Wesleyan minister in 
Aug. 1822; governor and tutor of 

B B 
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Abney House Wesleyan Theological 
Institution in 1839 ; classical tutor 
in Richmond College in 1843; 
governor of Woodhouse Grove 
School in 1858 j governor of Head- 
ingley Collogo in 18G8; secretary 
of the Wesleyan Conference from 
1851 to 1853, and from 1839 to 
18C9; and president of the Wcs- 
leyan Conference in 1854 and 1870. 
He is the author of a "Biblical 
and Theological Dictionary/* 
an " Ecclesiastical Dictionary/* 
rr Proper Names of Scrip tine/* 
and a " Manual of Biblical Geo- 

Arthur, M.D., F.R.S., 
son of the late Jolin Richard Farre, 
M.D., was born in London, March 
G, 1811. He received his general 
education at the Charterhouse, and 
at Cambridge, and hiB medical ed¬ 
ucation at that University and St. 
Bartholomew's Hospital. He gra¬ 
duated at Cambridge, M.B. in 1833, 
and M.D. m 1841. He became a 
Member of the Royal College of 
Physicians in 1838, and was elected 
a Fellow in 1843. He was lecturer 
on Comparative Anatomy at St. 
Bartholomew's Hospital (1S3G-37), 
and on Forensic Medicine (1838-40) j 
Professor of Obstetric Medicine, 
King’s Collogo, and Physician- 
Accoucheur, King’s College Hos¬ 
pital, from 1841 to 18G2. He wu3 
appointed consulting physician to 
King’s College Hospital in 18G3. 
He held the offices of Censor, Ex¬ 
aminer, and Councillor in the Royal 
College of Physicians for the usual 
periods, and was appointed Har- 
veiau Orator in 1872, He was 
examiner in Midwifery in the 
Royal College of Surgeons during 
twenty-four years. Dr. Farre is 
Physician-Extraordinary to the 
Queen; Physician-Accoucheur to 
the Princess of Wales, the Duchess 
of Edinburgh (Grand Duchess 
Marie of Russia), the Princess 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein 
(Princess Helena of Great Britain), 
and the Princess of Leiningen, and 
attended in her first confinement 


the late Princess Alice of Hesse 
Darmstadt. He was President of 
the Royal Microscopical Society 
during 1851 and 1852. Dr. Farre 
is also Honorary President of the 
Obstetrical Society. Ho wag 
elected a Fellow of the Roy.d 
Society in 1839. lie is author of 
the article " Uterus and its Ap¬ 
pendages," forming Parts XLIX. 
and L.of the Cyclopaedia of Anatomy 
and Physiology, and of physiolo¬ 
gical papers in the Transactions 
of the Royal and of the Royal 
Microscopical Societies. Dr. Farre 
is a Deputy-Lientenant for Meri¬ 
onethshire. 

FAIJCIT, Helen (Lady Martin), 
born in 1819, a daughter of Mrs. 
Fauoit, an actress of considerable 
repute, made her formal cUbut in 
London, Jan. 5, 1830, at Co vent 
Garden, in the character of Julia, 
in the " Hunchback," and achieved 
a distinguished success. She at 
once took rank as a leading actress, 
and became the most important 
member of Mr. Macready’s com¬ 
panies, during the production of 
his Shaksperion revivals, at Covent 
Garden and Drury Lane. Miss 
Helen Fauoit was the original re¬ 
presentative of the heroines in 
Lord Lytton's "Lady of Lyons/ 1 
" Money," " The Sea Captain/* 
rr Richelieu/' and the " Duchess do 
la Vallitoe;" in Mr. Robert Bro wn- 
ing’s " Strafford," the " Blot on the 
Scutcheon," and " Colombo’s Birth¬ 
day j" in Mr. Westland Marston’s 
" Patrician’s Daughter," " Tlio 
Heart and the World,” and " Marie 
de Meranie ;" in Mr, Troughton’s 
" Nina Sforza j" and in many other 
plays. Her rendering of the Shalc- 
sperian characters Juliet, Beatrice, 
Constance, Imogen, Hemiione, Cor¬ 
delia, Isabella, Portia, Rosalind, 
and Lady Macbeth, has been highly 
commended. Miss Helen Faucit 
obtained great success in her re¬ 
presentation of "Antigon4," and 
in "King Rene’s Daughter," an 
adaptation from the Danish, by 
Mr. Theodore Martin, now Sir 
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Theodore Martin, K.C.B., to whom 
she was married in 1851. This lady 
continued to appear on the stage 
at rare intervals after her marriage, 
latterly for public or charitable 
purposes only, her last appearances 
being as Beatrice at Stratford-on- 
Avon, at the opening of the Me¬ 
morial Theatre there in April, 1879, 
and nt Manchester as Rosalind in 
October of that year, for the bene¬ 
fit of the widow of Mr. Oharli s 
O.dvert, formerly manager of the 
Princess's Theatre, Manchester. 
Lady MarLin is the authoress of 
volume " On some of the Female 
Characters of Shakespeare," viz., 
Ophelia, Portia, Desdemona, Juliet, 
Imogen, Kosalind, and Beatrice, 
published by Messrs. W, Black¬ 
wood & Sons, 4to, 1885, 

FAURE, Jean-Baptiste, a famous 
baritone singer, bom at Moulines, 
Jan. 15, 1830, was educated at the 
Conservatoire, from 1813 to 1852, 
and made his dvbut at the Oph.i 
Comiljue in the latter year. M. 
Faure performed at the Opera 
House in Paris, in " Pierre do 
Medicos,” Oct. 11, 1801. In 1857 
ho was appointed Professor of 
Singing to the Conservatoire, in 
succession to M. Frederic Poucliai d, 
and appeare (1 during se veral seasons 
at the Royal Italian Opera, Covent 
Garden. For many years M. Faure 
was acknowledged head of the 
French lyric stage. He was nomi¬ 
nated a Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour in Dec. 1881. He is the 
possessor of a fine collection of 
works of art. 

FAWCETT, Edgar, an American 
man of letters, was bom at Hew 
York, May 2G, 1817, and gradu¬ 
ated at Columbia College in 1807. 
He has published "Short Poems 
for Short People," 1871; w Purple 
and Fine Linen," 1874j "Ellen 
Story,” 1S7G ; " Fantasy and Pas¬ 
sion," poems, 1877j "A Hopeless 
Case," 1880; "A Gentleman of 
Leisure," 1881; " An Ambitious 
Woman," 1883 j "Tinkling Cym¬ 
bals,” 1884} "Adventures of a 


Widow," 1881 ; ft Song and Story ; 
later Poems," 1881; and " Ruther¬ 
ford," 1S81. A now volume of 
poems, entitled " Romance and 
Bo very," has lately appeared. 

FAWCETT, Millicent Garrett, 
born at Aldehtirgh, in Suffolk, 
June 11, 1817. is a younger daugh¬ 
ter of Hewton Garrett, E->q., and 
sibtur to Mrs. Garrett Anderton, 
H.l). In 1SG7 she married the late 
Profcbbor Fawcett, and soon after 
her marriage she became a promi¬ 
nent leader of the Woman's Suf¬ 
frage movement. She is also an 
urgent pleader on the subject of 
girls' education. In 1870 she pub¬ 
lished " Political Economy for 
Beginners;" "Tales in Political 
Economy," 1874; " Janet Doncas¬ 
ter," a novel, 1875. In conjunction 
with her husband, Mrs. Fawcett 
wrote a volume of "Essays and 
Lectures," 1872} and the article 
on " Communism ” in the ninth 
edition of the " Eneyelopeedki 
Brituunica ” is by her. 

FAWCETT, John Henry, was 
born on Doe. 11, 1831, being the 
eldest son of John Fawcett, Esq., of 
Great Petterin Bank, Cumberland, 
J.P., D.L. for that county, by his 
wife, Sarah, daughter of J. Hodg¬ 
son, Esq., Clerk of the Peace for 
the county. He was educated at 
Rugby School under Dr. (after¬ 
wards Archbishop) Tait, and at 
Cambridge. He was elected a 
scholar of Trinity Hall in that 
university in 1351, and took his 
degree as firat-class in the law- 
tripos in 1853. He was called to 
the bar at the Middle Temple in 
Jan., 1857, and joined the northern 
circuit. He was appointed a revis¬ 
ing barrister in 1868; unsuccess¬ 
fully contested the borough of 
Cockenuoutk in Feb., 187-X, in the 
Conservative interest j was ap¬ 
pointed Assistant-Judge and Vice- 
Consul at Constantinople in June, 
1875 ; and was Aeting-Jndge and 
Consul-General from August, 1876, 
to Feb. 11, 1877, when he was 
appointed Judge of the Supremo 
B B 2 
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Consular Court of the Levant, and 
her Britannic Majesty’s Consul- 
General for Turkey. At ter the raid 
of General Gotirko across the Bal¬ 
kans in July, 1877, and his subse¬ 
quent retreat, Mr. Fawcett was 
requested by her Majesty’s ambas¬ 
sador to proceed to the valley of 
the Tuudja. to cany relief to the 
starving populations. He visited 
Rodosti, Adrianople, Philopoli, Tiir- 
tar Bascojirk, Botia, Korlosa, Kaln- 
far, Re&anlick, Sliiplra, and the 
whole valley of the Tundju, and 
for some weeks remained in the 
country distributing relief to the 
suffering populations. Mr. Faw¬ 
cett's dispatches to her Majesty’s 
ambassador were the means of a 
large amount of money being sub- 
srribed by the British public to 
the Compassionate Fund. In May, 
1878, he was requested by the Mar¬ 
quis of Salisbury to proceed to 
Yolo, in Thessaly, to investigate 
in concert with his Excellency, 
Bed jib Bash a, the eircum stances 
concerning the death of Mr. Ogle, 
correspondent of the Times news¬ 
paper. He remained there some 
time, and made a report which was 
the subject of a debate in Parlia¬ 
ment on the last day but one of the 
Session in Aug., 1S78. Mr. Fawcett 
was selected by her Majesty’s Go¬ 
vernment to be the English member 
of tlio International Commission of 
the Rhodope, proceeded to Pliilo- 
pdi, and thence to Enos, Fuerti, 
Uurvulgera, and during a month 
ti a versed the Ilhodope mountains, 
taking evidence of the state of the 
refugees and sufferings of the Ma¬ 
hometan population. 

FAYE, Herve Auguste Etienne 
Albans, astronomer, was born 
at Saint Benoit du Saulfc (Indre), 
Oct. 3, 1811, r and finished his 
studios at the Ecole Polytechnique. 
He afterwards went to Holland, 
and on returning to France be¬ 
came, on the recommendation , 
of M. Arago, a pupil in tho Ob¬ 
servatory. He discovered Hov. 22, 
1853, a new comet, to which his 


name wns assigned, and received 
the Latande prize from the Aca¬ 
demy of Sciences, to which learned 
association he submitted, in 18*10, a 
paper, entitled ff La Parallaxe 
d’une Etoile Anonyme do la Grande 
Onrse.” This was followed by a 
work entitled “ Bur un Nouveau 
Collimateur Zemthalo et sur uno 
Lunite Zenithalo Non voile.” Ho 
was elected a member of tho sec¬ 
tion of Astronomy in place of 
Baron do Dawoiseau, Jan. 18,1811; 
a member of the Bureau of Longi¬ 
tudes, March 20, 1802 j and was 
decorated with the Cross of the 
Legion of Honour in 1843. In 
1801 he was appointed a member of 
the Imperial Council of Public In¬ 
struction, and was promoted to the 
rank of Officer of tho Legion of 
Honour. M. Faye was Professor 
of Geodesy at the Ecolo Polytech¬ 
nique from 1848 to IS31, and in tho 
latter year ho was appointed Rec¬ 
tor of tho University Academy of 
Nancy. Ho succeeded M. De¬ 
launay as Professor of Astronomy 
in the Polytechnic School in 1878. 
In addition to tho works already 
mentioned, M. Faye is the author 
of <l Sur 1’Anneau de Saturne," 
imblislied in 184S ; " Sur les De¬ 
cimal sons Absolues,” in 1850; ,r Dos 
Lemons de Cosmograpliic /* in 1852; 
“Cours d* Astronomic Hantiquo,” 
1880; and u Cours d*Astronomic de 
FEcole Potytoohnique,” 1881. M. 
Faye was appointed Director of 
tho Paris Observatory in January, 
1S78. 

FAYRJEE, Sir Joseph, K.C.S.I., 
LL.D.j M.D., F.R.S., second son of 
tho laic R. J, Fayrer, Esq., Com¬ 
mander R.N., by Agnes, daughter 
of W. Wilkinson, Esq., of West¬ 
moreland, was born at Plyinoxith, 
Dec. 0, 1824. He was brought up 
under private tuition in Scotland, 
and afterwards continued liis 
studies in London, in Edinburgh, 
and on tho Continent. Ho took tho 
degree of M.D. in the University 
of Edinburgh, and became a Fel¬ 
low of the Royal College of Pliysi- 
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cians of London, a Follow o‘f the 
Royal College of Surgeons of Lon¬ 
don and Edinburgh, and a Fellow 
of the Royal Societies of London 
and Edinburgh, entered the medi¬ 
cal service of the Navy and served 
in the military hospital of Palermo 
during the siege of that city (1847- 
1H4S) i and he was also present at the 
siege of Romo (1848). In 1810 he 
entered the medical Bervico of the 
army. In 1850 he entered the 
Bengal Medical Service, from 
which he retired in 1874, He 
served throughout the Burmese 
war of 1852, and the Indian Mutiny 
of 1857; also at tho defence of 
Lucknow, where lio was Political 
Assistant and Residency Surgeon. 
For those services ho received 
medals and clasps aud tho brevet 
rank of Surgeon. He was Profes¬ 
sor of Surgery in the Medical Col¬ 
lege of Bengal from 1850-1871; 
was Follow, Member of Senate, and 
during two years President of tbo 
Medical Faculty of tlio Calcutta 
TJnivei&ityj and was successively 
Vice-President aud President of 
tho Asiatic Society of Bengal. He 
was created O.S.I. Dec. 22, 1808, 
and advanced to K.C.S.I. in March, 
1870, at an investiture of the 
Order held at Allahabad by the 
Prince of Wales, whom during his 
travels in India he accompanied as 
physician. In acknowledgment of 
this service ho received a letter 
from the Queen. He had i re- 
viously accompanied the Duke of 
Edinburgh in liis visit to India in 
1870. He was appointed Surgeon- 
Ocnoral and President of the 
Medical Board of the India Offico 
in Dec. 1874. He is honorary physi¬ 
cian to the Queen, tlio Prince of 
Wales, and physician to the Duke 
of Edinburgh. Sir J. Fayrcr has 
written " Clinical Surgery in 
India $” a work on the poisonous 
snakes of India which he pre¬ 
sented to the Indian Government, 
from whom he received thanks, and 
by whom it was published in 1872;

In Aug., 
1878, the University of Edinburgh 
conferred on him the lion, degree 
of LL.D. He is also Fellow of the 
Royal College of Surgeons, and 
Vice-President of the Zoological 
Society of London. 

FEARON, Daniel Robert, M.A., 
Oxon, 18G2, Barrister-at-Law, ol¬ 
dest Bon of the late Rev. Daniel 
Rose Fearon, successively Vicar of 
Assington, Suffolk, and St. Mary 
Church Devon, by Frances Jane, 
daughter of the late Rev. Charles 
Andrews, Rector of Kempton, 
Suffolk, was born at Assington, 1 
Dec. 1835, and educated at Marl¬ 
borough College and Balliol Col¬ 
lege, Oxford, where he took a 
First Class in Moderations and in 
the Final Schools. He entered as 
a student at Lincoln’s Inn, 10 
Nov. 1859, and was called to the 
Bar at Lincoln’s Inn, 17 Nov. 
1874. He was appointed in 18G0, 
one of H.M. Inspectors of Schools, 
and married, 2 July, 1SG1, Margaret 
Arnold, second daughter of Bonamy 
Price, Esq., hon. Fellow of Worces¬ 
ter College, and Professor of Politi- 
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cal Economy in the University of 
Oxford. He was appointed in 1805, 
an Assistant Commissi oner to the 
Schools Inquiry Commission, and 
in that capacity reported on 
Secondary Education, in London 
and the neighbourhood, and on 
the system of education in the 
Burgh Schools of Scotland. In 
I860, he was appointed a commis¬ 
sioner to enquire into the condition 
of elementary education in Man¬ 
chester and Liverpool, in prepara¬ 
tion for Mi\ Forster’s Elementary 
Education Act, of 1870. In 1870, he 
was appointed an Assistant Com¬ 
missioner to the Endowed Schools 
Commission, of which the late 
Lord Lyttelton wa^ chairman. In 
3873, he was commissioned by the 
Treasury, together with Mr. W. 
H, Gladstone, M.P., Sir Robert 
Hamiltm, and Mr. Murray, to 
enquire into the Administration of 
the Irish Education Department. 
In 1875, ho was appointed an Assis¬ 
tant Commissioner to the Charity 
(Wuuibsion for England and 
Wales, on the transfer to that 
Com minion of the administration 
of the Endowed Schools Acts. In 
1883, lie was appointed Acting 
Secretary to that Commission for 
the purposes of the Endowed 
Schools Acts. He was appointed 
by Royal Warrant dated 16 Juno, 
IbblJj to bo Secretary to iho 
Commission, Mr. Fearon is the 
author of a work on ff School In¬ 
spection.'” 

FERDINAND IV.(Salvator-Marie- 
Joseph - Jean - Baptiste - Franeois- 
Louis - Gonzagua - Raphael - Renier- 
Janvier), ex-Grand Duke of Tus¬ 
cany, eldest son of Leopold II., 
grandson of Ferdinand III,, and 
of Marie Antoinette Anno, daughter 
of Francis J., king of the Two 
Sicilies, the late grand duke’s 
second wife, was born Juno 10, 
1833, succeeded to the grand 
duchy on ,the abdication of his 
father, July 21, 1859, and reigned 
as Ferdinand IV,, but his career 
as a sovereign prince was brief, as 


he was obliged to quit liis dominions 
on the consolidation of the king¬ 
dom of Italy under Victor Em¬ 
manuel in 3 861. He married the 
Archduchess Anne Marie, daughter 
of the King of Saxony, Nov. 2*1. 
1859. The grand duke is au arch¬ 
duke of Austria, Prince-Royal of 
Hungary and Bohemia, and a 
Colonel of Austrian Dragoons. 

FERRERS, Norman Maoleotl, 
D.D., F.E.S., was bom at Prink- 
n.ash Park, Gloucestershire, Aug. 
11,1829, and educated at Eton. He 
entered as a student at Gonvillo 
and Caius College, Cambridge, in 
1H17, and graduated in the Mathe¬ 
matical Tripos of 1851, when ho 
attained the distinguished position 
of Senior Wrang!er and first Smiths 
Prizeman. Mr. Ferrers was elected 
to a Fellowship, and, after filling 
various college offices, was ap- 
pointed Tutor in 1865. For 30 years 
ho lias been constantly occupied 
in collegiate and University work. 
As a lecturer in mathematics ho 
obtained considerably distinction. 
He examined for the Mathematical 
Tripos no fewer than cloven times, 
and he was especially prominent us 
an advocate for the various impor¬ 
tant changes which were effected 
in the scheme of the Mathematical 
Tripos examinations. For a con¬ 
siderable period he has been a 
member of the Council of the 
Senate, and he is also a member of 
various syndicates and boards in 
the University. He vas elected 
Master of Gonvillo and Oaius Col¬ 
lege, in succession to Dr. Guest, 
Oct. 27, 1880. Hu 1 b the author of 
an Elementary Treatise on Tri- 
linear Co-ordinates,” 1861; and 
1 f Elementary Troatiso on Spherical 
Harmonics/’ 1877. In lb71 he 
edited and published the mathe¬ 
matical writings of the late George 
Green. From 1855 he was joint 
editor with Peofessor Sylvester of 
the Quarterly Journal of Mathema¬ 
tics, and he has been a frequent 
contributor to its pages. In 1870 
he was elected a Governor of St, 
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Paul's School; in 1885 of Eton 
College, and in 1877 a Fellow of 
the Royal Society. For the years 
1S84 and 1883 he filled the office of 
Vice-Chancellor of Cambridge. 

PERRIER, David, M.D., LL.D., 
F.R.S.,F.R.O.P.,born at Aberdeen 
in 1813, was educated at the Uni¬ 
versity of Aberdeen, where he gra¬ 
duated in Arts, with First Class 
Honours, in 1803. In the same 
year he gained the Fergusson 
Scholarship in Classics and Philo¬ 
sophy, open to competition by gra¬ 
duates of the four Scotch Univer¬ 
sities. He studied Philosophy in 
Germany, and Medicine in the 
University of Edinburgh, where he 
graduated as M.D., in 1870, with 
First Class Honours, and Gold 
Medal for his ThesiB. Ho was ap¬ 
pointed Professor of Forensic Medi¬ 
cine in King's College, London, in 
1872. He is Physician to King's 
CollegcHospital,and to the National 
Hospital for the Paralysed and 
Epileptic. Ur. Forrier practises as 
a physician, and is the author of a 
work on the ,f Functions of the 
Brain," besides numerous papers 
relating to the functions and 
diseases of the brain and nervous 
system. He has incurred the 
special hostility of the extreme 
Anti-viviscctionists by reason of 
the number, and the extraordinary 
success, of his experiments on ani¬ 
mals. It may be said that Ur. 
Fender's researches have increased 
our knowledge of brain disease, 
epilepsy, etc., almost more than 
those of any other living man. 

KERRY, Jules Francois Camille, 
a French statesman, bora at Saint 
Di6 (Vosges), April 5,1S32, studied 
law at Paris,whero he was admitted 
to the bar in 1831. He joined the 
group of young lawyers who aided 
the Deputies in maintaining con¬ 
stant opposition to tho Empire, and 
he was one of those condemned in 
the famous trial of the " thirteen" 
(18G-1). He also became connected 
with journalism, and he published, 
in 1803, a pamphlet entitled rf La 


Lutte Electorate," in lvhich he ex¬ 
posed the method so persistently 
practised under tho Empire, of 
electing official candidates. He 
| joined the staff of the Temps in 
1805, and won new renown for 
himself by contributing to that 
journal a series of articles on cur¬ 
rent politics, as well as by the ter¬ 
rible analysis which he bestowed 
upon the accounts of Baron Hauss- 
| maun. Prefect of tlio Seine, who was 
then occupied in rebuilding Paris, 
and who consequently handled very 
I large sums of money. Those latter 
articles were republished in book 
form, under the happy title of 
"Comptcs Fantastiques d'Hauss- 
mann." He had previously made, 
in 1863, an unsuccessful attempt 
to secure his election to the Corps 
LtJgislatif; but in 18G9 he was 
better known, and he was elected, 
on a second scrutiny, by 15,729 
votes, from the sixth conscription 
of the Seine, and he took his seat 
among the members of the Loft. 
Ho was a member of several im¬ 
portant commisaionsjincluding that 
which was appointed to consider 
the extraordinary budget of the 
city of Paris. Ho was one of tho 
deputies of the Left who demanded 
tho dissolution of the Corps LegiB- 
latif, on the ground that it no 
longer represented the majority in 
the country. Foreseeing that the 
war with Prussia would be disas¬ 
trous, he, with his colleagues of the 
Left, voted against the fatal decla¬ 
ration. At the Revolution of Sept. 
4, 1870, he and the other Paris 
Ueputies were proclaimed members 
of the Government of the National 
Defence, located at the HOfcol de 
Ville. On the 5th he was ap¬ 
pointed Secretary to the Govern¬ 
ment, and on the Gth he was 
charged with the administration of 
the Department of the Seine. 
When the Communal insurrection 
of Oct. 31, 1870, occurred he risked 
his life to suppress it. Subse- 
sequently he was delegated to the 
central mayoralty of Paris, after 
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tlie resignation of M. Arago (Nov. 
15, 1870). In tliis capacity lie 
presided over the assembly of 
mayors, which, on Jan. 18, 1871, 
decided on the distribution of ra¬ 
tions of bread, and two days later 
he issued a decree authorizing a 
search to be made for articles of 
food in the houses of absent per¬ 
sona. On Jan. 22 he was a second 
time called upon to resist a body of 
insurgents, who, enraged at the 
defeat of the Branch armies in the 
sortie onMontrcteut and Buzenval, 
attacked the Hotel do Ville, with 
the intention of overthrowing the 
Government of the National De¬ 
fence. This was the closing episode 
of the siege, for Paris capitulated 
four days later. At the election of 
Bob. 8, 1871, he was elected one of 
the representatives of the depart¬ 
ment of the Vosges, and thereupon 
he resigned his functions n s a mem¬ 
ber of the Government of the De¬ 
fence and administrator of the de¬ 
partment of the Seine, although he 
retained the latter office provision¬ 
ally until the 18th of March. After 
the second siege and the entry of 
the troops into Paris, M. Thiers 
nominated him Prefect of the Seine 
(May 2-1) j but the appointment 
gave rise to so much hostile cri¬ 
ticism, that M. Ferry resigned after 
ten days, and was succeeded by M. 
Leon Say. Subsequently it was 
understood that M. Ferry would bo 
sent as ambassador to Washington, 
hut the proposed appointment was 
so unpopular that it was never offi¬ 
cially announced. ITowas, however, 
sent as Minister to Athens (May, 
1872). After holding that appoint¬ 
ment for a year ho resigned it, and 
resumed his place in the ranks of 
the Republican Loft, of which he 
became President. He was elected 
a member of the Council-General 
of the Vosges in 1871, and for some 
time he was vice-president of that 
body. He was re-elected for the 
arondisaement of Saint Di 6 at the 
general elections of Feb,, 187G, 
and Oct. 1877. He was chosen 


one of the vice-presidents of the 
Budget Committee in May, 1878. 
After the resignation of Marshal 
MacMahon (Jan. 30, 1879), M. 
Ferry was appointed by the now 
President of the Republic, M. 
Grevy, to a soat in his Cabinet as 
Minister of Public Instruction and 
Fine Arts. Differences arose when 
M. Ferry brought forward his Edu¬ 
cation Bill, the seventh clause of 
which prohibited membors of "un¬ 
authorized religious communities 
(meaning especially the Jesuits) 
from teaching or managing schools. 
The measure was carried by a largo 
majority of the Chamber of Depu¬ 
ties, but in the Senate n strong 
party, including many moderate 
Republicans, and led by M. Jules 
Simon, resisted the seventh clause. 
Owing to tliis determined opposi¬ 
tion the Bill was postponed. Tn 
the following year (18S0) M. do 
Freyeinet, who had bo come Prime 
Minister, authorized the insertion 
in M. Ferry's Government Educa¬ 
tion Bill of the clause levelled at 
the unauthorized religious Orders. 
As before, the Chamber of Deputies 
passed the Bill by a large majority, 
but the Senate, led by M. Jules 
Simon, threw out the clause in 
question by a majority of 19 (March 
9). The Ministry proceeded, how¬ 
ever, to effect its purpose by decrees 
founded on laws that had fallen 
into disuse, and the proscription of 
the Order was proclaimed. The 
expulsion of the Jesuits was carried 
out, but throe Cabinet Ministers 
resigned because the docrees were 
not being enforced against the other 
unauthorized congregations. These 
secessions upset the Ministry (Sept. 
19, 1880), After some delay, M. 
Ferry formed a Cabinet, consisting 
of M. de FreycineVs more advanced 
colleagues, with M. BarthMemy 
St. Hilaire at tho Foreign Office, 
and the decrees against the Orders 
were then canned out with much 
harshness. On Nov. 10, 1881, M. 
Ferry's Ministry resigned on ac¬ 
count of the attacks made upon

FEUILLET, Octave, a Prench 
novelist and dramatist, born at 
Saint-L6 (Manclie), Aug. 11, 1812, 
was sent to the College of Louis-le- 
Grand, at Paris, where he greatly 
distinguished himself. Under the j 
name of Desire Hazard, he began 1 
to write in 1814, contributing, in 
conjunction with Paul Bocagc and 
Albort Auhcrt, to a romance 
called the " Grand Vieillord, 33

FIELD, Cyrus West, was born tit 
Stuckhiidgo, Massachusetts, Nov. 
DO, 1310. After iiu education in 
liis native town, he entered a count- 
in g-housc in New York, and became 
in a few years the proprietor of a 
largo mercantile establishment. 
-Retiring from business in 1853 he 
travelled for a while in South 
America, and on his return in 1834 
ho began to turn his attention to 
the subject of Ocean telegraphs, 
and w t u instrumental in procuring 
a charter from the legislature of 
Newfoundland to establish a tele¬ 
graph f j uni the continent of America 
t« that colony, and thence to Eu¬ 
rope. For the nest thirteen years 
he devoted himself exclusively to 
the execution of tliis undertaking. 
Ho waa actively engaged in the 
construction of the land line of 
telegraph in Newfoundland, and in 
the tiro attempts to lay the sub¬ 
marine cable between Cape Ray and 
(Jape Breton. He accompanied the 
expeditions of 1357 and 1858 fitted 
out to lay the cable under the 
Atlantic, between this country and 
Newfoundland, He took a promi¬ 
nent part in the expeditions of 
1305 and 1800; the complete suc¬ 
cess in the last-mentioned year 
being, in a great measure, due to 
his exertions, in the course of which 
lie crossed the Atlantic more than 
fifty times. He received the unani¬ 
mous thanks of Congress, with a 
gold medal, in commemoration of 
the successful enterprise, and at 
the Paris Exhibition he received 
the grand medal. Since 1877 ho 
has been prominently connected 
with the elevated railways in New 
York City, and has beon President 
of one of the companies. 

FIELD, Henry Martyn, D.D., 
brother of Cyrus West Field, was 
born at Stockbridge, Massachusetts, 
April 3, 1322. lie graduated at 
Williams College in 1838, studied 
theology, and in 1842 became pastor 
of a Presbyterian church in St. 


Louis, Missouri. In 1817 he re¬ 
signed his charge, and visited 
Europe, where ho remained two 
years. Returning to America he 
was, in 1851, pastor of a church at 
Wert Springfield, Massachusetts, 
and in 1851 ho heemne ono of the 
proprietors and editors of The Jffunii- 
gelid, a religious newspaper pub¬ 
lished in Now York, of which ho is 
now the sole proprietor. Iu 1858 
he made another Euroj)oan tour, 
which lie has described in " Sum¬ 
mer Pictures from Copenhagen to 
Venice.'" In 1887 he again came 
to Europe to visit the Paris Exhi¬ 
bition, and as delegate to the Free 
Church of Scotland and the Pres¬ 
byterian Church of Ireland. In 
1877 he made ft tour round tlm 
world.

FIELD, The Rev. John, M.A., 
was born at Wallingford, Berk¬ 
shire, in 1812, and educated at 
Magdalen Hall, Oxford, where ho 
graduated B.A. in 1834, and M.A. 
in 1837. He was appointed to the 
Curacy of St. Clement's, Worcester, 
in 1835 ; to the Curacy of Chipping 
Norton, in 1S39 ; to the Chaplaincy 
of the Beikshiro Gaol in 1810 ; and 
to the Rectory of WeBt Rounton, 
Yorkshire, in 1857. Mr. Field is a 
Justice of the Peace for the North 
Riding (1850), mid Chairman of 
the Visiting Justices of the North 
Riding prisons. He was one of the 
earliest and most earnest advo¬ 
cates for establishing Reformatory 
schools, and the separate system of 
imprisonment. To promote these 
objects he gave much evidence 
before committees of both Houses 
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of Parliament, and his published 
works have been numerous. He is

FIELD, Stephen Johnson, LL.D,, 
brother of Cyrus West Field and 
of Dr. Henry Mnrfcyn Field, was 
born at Haddarn, Connecticut, Nov. 
1, IS 10, and graduated at Williams 
College, 18*17. He studied law, 
and entered into practice with his 
brother, David DudleyFicld, in New 
York. In 1S49 he went to Cali¬ 
fornia, where, after holding* various 
logiblative positions, he was in 1857 
chosen a Judge of the Supremo 
Court of the State, of which, in 
1839, he became Chief Justice. In 
18G3 ho was appointed by President 
Lincohi an Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court of the Unitod States, 
a position which he still holds. 
In 1873 he was nominated by the 
Governor of California one of a 
commission to examine the code of 
laws of the state, and to prepare 
amendments to it for the action of 
tlie legislature. In 18 77 he was one 
of the fifteen members of the Com¬ 
mission appointed by Congress to 
decide upon the counting of the 
electoral vote for President. He 
was one of the seven members 
who voted that the disputed votes 
should be east for Mr. Tilden, 
the other eight voting for Mr. 
Hayes, who was accordingly de¬ 
clared elected. 

FIELD, The Hon. Sir William 
Ventris, eldest son of Mr. Thomas 
Flint Field, of Ficlden, Bedford¬ 
shire, was bom in 1813. He was 
educated at Burton Grammar 
School, in Somersetshire, and was ( 


at first articled to Messrs. Terrell, 
Barton, and Suwle, solicitors, of 
Exeter, but was niter wards Avitk 
Messrs. Price and Bolton, of Lin¬ 
coln’s Inn. He practised in that 
branch of the protest tun in London 
from 1810 to lbili, as one of the 
firm of Thompson, Debcnkam, and 
Field, of 8aIters’ Hall Court; hut 
from 1813, having entered himself 
as a member of the Inner Temple, 
and reading in tho chambers of 
Mr. T. Kingdom, of the Western 
circuit, lie prepared for tho bar. 
He began in 1817 to practise under 
the bar as a special pleader. In 
1850 lie was called to the bar, and 
joined tho Western circuit. This 
he afterwards exchanged for the 
Midland, where ho gained a largo 
practice, as well as in London, both 
in commercial casus at Guildhall 
and before the Privy Council. In 
18Gi' Mr. Field wa-s appointed a 
Queen’s Counsel, and was elected a 
bencher of the Inner Temple. He 
became leader of the Midland cir¬ 
cuit, besides practising largely 
before ilic Judieial Committee and 
Hallway Commission, and other 
tribunals. Mr. Field was nomi¬ 
nated a Justice of the Queen’s 
Bench division in the High Court 
of Judicature in Feb. 1875, and 
shortly afterwards he received the 
honour of knighthood. 

FINLAY, Bobert Bannatyno, 
Q.C., M.P., son of Dr. William 
Finlay, of Edinburgh, was born in 
1842, and educated at tho Edin¬ 
burgh Academy and at Edinburgh 
University, where ho studied medi¬ 
cine and took his doctor’s degree 
in 1883. Two years later he gave 
up medical practice and came to 
study for the English Bar. Ho 
was called, in 18G7, at tho Middle 
'Temple. He joined tho 8outli- 
Eastern Circuit and was made a 
Queen’s Counsel in 18S2. In the 
following year Mr. Finlay con¬ 
tested Haddingtonshire against 
Lord Elcho at a by-election, but 
was unsuccessful. At the General 
, Election of 1833 he succeeded in 
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gaining a teat for Inverness 
Burghs, and in 18SG he was again 
returned f 0 r the same constituency 
ns a Unionist Liberal, dofeating 
Sir Robert Peel (Glndstonian) by 
527:? votes. Up to the election of 
1885 and the rise of the Home 
Rule question, Mr. Finlay had 
made no great mark in the House, 
but during the debates on Mr. 
Ulndstone 1 s Government of Ireland 
Bill he rose into a very important 
position. His speech on the second 
reading was an answer to Mr. 
Bryce, who, on the Government 
side, had made the most effective 
defence of the hill since Mr. Glad¬ 
stone had spoken. Mr, Finlay's 
elaborate legal and political argu¬ 
ment had the greatest success 
both in the House and in the 
country, fchnee that time Mr. 
Finlay has been before the public 
in several capacities, especially as 
Counsel for Lord Colin Campbell 
in the celebrated lawsuit brought 
by him for the dissolution of his 
marriage. 

FISOHER, Ktrno, was born July 
23,1821, at Sandewald in Silesia, 
and educated at the Universities 
of Leipzig and Halle, where he 
devoted himself to the study of 
philosophy, theology, and philo¬ 
logy. In 1850 he began to lecture 
at Heidelberg, and in 18,1G was 
appointed Professor of Philosophy 
at the University of Jena, where 
he remained until called to fill a 
similar chair at Heidelberg in 
1872. His chief works are:—

FISH, Hamilton, LL.D., was horn 
in Hew York, Aug. 3,1808, He was 
educated at Columbia College, 


where he graduated in 1821 • 
studied law, and was admitted to 
the Hew York bar in 1830. In 
1837 he was a mcmljor of the State 
Legislature, was elected to Con¬ 
gress in 1812, and served until 
1813. He was Licutonant-G overnor 
of New York from 1847 to 1819, 
and Governor 3819-51. In 1851 he 
was elected United States Senator. 
On the expiration of his term, in 
1857, lie spent several years in 
Europe, studying carefully the in¬ 
stitutions and governments of the 
different nations. In 18G9, on the 
resignation of Mr. E. B ,W ashburno, 
who was appointed Ambassador to 
France, President Grant callod 
Mr. Fish to the position of Secre¬ 
tary of State, which he retained 
during the two teims of President 
Grant, ending March 4, 1877. To 
Mr. Fish belongs the credit of 
suggesting the Joint High Com¬ 
mission with Great Britain, which 
met in 1871, for the purpose of 
settling the vm-ious difficulties 
between the two nations. 

FIT0H, J. (j., her Majesty’s In¬ 
spector of Training Colleges, born 
in 1824; was educated at Univer¬ 
sity College, London, and is M.A. 
of the University of London. Ho 
was from 1851 to 185G Vice-Prin¬ 
cipal, and from 185G to 18G3 Prin¬ 
cipal, of the Normal College of the 
British and Foreign School Society, 
and in conjunction with his col¬ 
league, Dr. Cornwell, was the 
author of the fl Science of Arith¬ 
metic," a hook designed to aid 
teachers in explaining the rationale 
of arithmetical processes. In 18G3, 
on the recommendation of Earl 
Granvillo, then Lord President of 
the Council, he was appointed one 
of her Majesty’s Inspectors of 
Schools, with charge of the York¬ 
shire district, but has since been 
repeatedly detached from that office 
on special and temporary service, 
first as Assistant-Commissioner to 
the Schools Inquiry Commission 
in 18G5-7, in which capacity ho 
wrote a lengthy report on tho con- 
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dition of the Endowed Schools in 
Yorkshire, Durham, and West¬ 
moreland, and on the state of 
secondary education generally in 
the North of England; afterwards, 
in 3809, with a view to the framing 
of the Education Act of the follow¬ 
ing year, ho was appointed as one 
of two Special Commissioners to 
report to Parliament on the condi¬ 
tion and resources of primary edu¬ 
cation in the four great towns of 
Manchester, Liverpool, Birming¬ 
ham, and Leeds; and when the 
Endowed Schools Commission was 
constituted in the same year, he 
became one of the Assistant-Com¬ 
missioners, and was engaged in the 
administration of the Endowed 
Schools Act until 1877. Soon after 
his return to the service of the 
Education Department in that 
year, he was appointed one of the 
Chief Inspectors of Schools, with 
tlie oversight of the eastern coun¬ 
ties ; and has served on several 
departmental committees. lie was 
Examiner in the English Language, 
Literature, and History in the Uni¬ 
versity of London from 1800 to 
18G3, and subsequently for a second 
period of five years, from 18G9 to 
1871. Boon after the conclusion of 
his term of office, he was appointed 
a Fellow of the University by the 
Crown, on the nomination of Con¬ 
vocation, and lias since continued 
a member of the Senate. He has 
acted during twenty years as one 
of the special Examiners employed 
by the Civil Service Commission, 
for the Indian and other higher 
branches of the Civil Service, and 
is also one of the Examiners for the 
Society of Arts. He is the author 
of numerous articles on literary 
and educational topics in reviews 
and periodicals j and in 1881, when 
some temporary alarm was excited 
on the subject of alleged over-pres¬ 
sure in elementary schools, he pre¬ 
pared, under instructions from the 
Education Department, a parlia¬ 
mentary paper setting forth some 
facts and considerations on the 


other side. He served as Juror or 
Reporter in the Education Depart¬ 
ment of several International Ex¬ 
hibitions, and, a* Vice-President, 
took a considerable share in organ¬ 
ising the International Conference 
on Education at the Health Exhibi¬ 
tion of 1881. On the establishment 
in 1879 of a Touchers’ Training 
Syndicate at Cambridge, liu was 
invited to give the firsL course of 
lectures before the University on 
tho Art and Practice of Teaching ; 
and the volume containing those 
lectures, which was afterwards 
published by the University Press, 
has been largely circulated in Great 
Britain and the Colonies, and espe¬ 
cially in America, where it has 
been reprinted and much used as 
a text-book. The University of 
St. Andrews in 1885 conferred on 
him the honorary degree of LL.D. 
He is a member of the governing 
bodies of St. PauTs School, Girlon 
College, Cambridge, and Chelten¬ 
ham Ladies’ College. 

FITZGERALD (lord). The Right 
Hon. John David Fitzgerald, son of 
the late David Fitzgerald, born in 
Dublin in 1810, and educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin; was called 
to the Irish bar in 1838, and ob¬ 
tained a silk gown in 1817. For 
some years he * was leader of the 
Munster circuit. He was elected 
M.P, for EnniB in 1852, and served 
in that cajjacity up to 18G0, mean¬ 
while joining Lord Palmerston’s 
Government as Solicitor-General 
for Ireland in Feb., 1853. Subse¬ 
quently he became Attornev-Gene- 
ral for Ireland—an office which he 
held from 1853 to Feb., 1838, and 
ngain from 1859 to 18G0, in which 
year he was appointed a Judge of 
tho Queen’s Bench in Ireland. He 
was selected to act on almost all 
tho special commissions, including 
those for the trial of the Fenian 
prisoners at Dublin in 18G5-G, at 
Cork in 18GG, and again at Dublin 
in 18G7-8. In January, 1881, he 
presided at the State trials which 
took place in Dublin. In May, 
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1882, ho was made a Lord of Ap¬ 
peal in Ordinary, with the dignity 
of a baron for life. The vacancy 
arose under the provisions of the 
Appellate Jurisdiction Acts of 1870, 
two vacancies having occurred since 
the passing of that Act among the 
paid members of the Judicial Com¬ 
mittee of the Privy Council, by the 
death of Sir James Colvile and tho 
resignation of Sir Montague Smith. 
Lord Fitzgerald is LL.L). of Trinity 
College, Dublin, a Commissioner of 
National Education in Ireland, a 
Visitor of the Queen’s Colleges, 
and n member of tho Irish Privy 
Council. He married, first, in 1841), 
Rose, second daughter of the late 
Mr. John Donohoe, of Dublin; and, 
secondly, in 18G0, the Hon. Jane 
Southwell, Bister of the fourth Vis- 
euunt Southwell. 

FITZGERALD, Sir Garald, 
K.C.M.CL, youngest son of the lata 
Francis FitzGerald, of Galway, was 
born 1st Jan., 1833, at Galway, and 
educated afc St. Mary’s College, 
Galway, and in France. He was 
appointed Junior Clerk, War Office, 
1836; was Estimate Clerk, 1801-83 ; 
was selected in 1863 to proceed to 
India as assistant to the Commis¬ 
sion for the Reorganisation of In¬ 
dian Accounts; was Doputy-Coinp- 
trollor-Generalof Military Accounts, 
IbCl-GG; Accountant-General of 
Madras, 1871; of British Burmah, 
1872; and was Deputy-Comp troller- 
Gtmeral of India, IS72-4. Ho was 
allowed to accept temporary service 
under the Egyptian Government 
in 1876 ; and was Director-General 
of Accounts in Egypt, 1879-85. He 
was appointed Accountant-General 
of the Navy, 1st June, 1885. Sir 
G. FitzGerald was created C.M.G., 
18S0; K.C.M.G., 1885; and has re¬ 
ceived First-Class of the Medjidieh; 
Third-Class of the Osmanieh j and 
Egyptian War Medal and Bronze 
Star, He married the only daugh¬ 
ter of the late Lord Houghton. 

FITZGERALD, Percy Hethring- 
ton, M.A., F.S.A., son of the late 
Thomas Fitzgerald, M.F., born in 
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1831, at Fane Valley, co. Louth, 
Ireland; was educated at Stony- 
hurst College, Lancashire, and at 
Trinity College, Dublin, after 
which he was called to the Irish 
bar, and appointed a Crown Prose¬ 
cutor on the North-Eastern circuit. 
He is the author of many works of 
fiction, most of which originally 
appeared in All 1 he Tear Round and 
Onre a Week .-—"Never Forgotten/' 
" The Life of Sterne/* 2 volu. j 
rr Life of Garrick/’ 2 vols. j 
" Charles Townshund/’" A Famous 
Forgery/' being the life of Dr. 
Dodd; ’‘Charles LaiuV’s " Prin¬ 
ciples of Comedy ”; " The Romance 
of the English Stage”; an edition 
of " Boswell's Life of Johnson,” in 
3 vols. j an edition of Charles 
Lamb's works, in G vols. ff Recrea¬ 
tions ol* a Literary Man/' 2 vols. ; 
"The World behind tho Scones,” 
1 vol.; “ A New History of tho 
English Stage,” 2 vols., 1882; and

Records of Love, Romance, Oddity, 
and Adventure,” 2 vols., 3883 ; and 
other works, together with several 
light pieces performed at tho 
London theatres. Ho was also tho 
joint author, with Mr. W. G. Wills, 
of " Vanderdecken,” produced by 
Mr. Irving at the Lyceum. 

FITZMATTRICE, Lord Edmund 
George Petty, second son of tho 
fourth Marquis of Lansdowuo, by 
his second wife, Emily, eldest 
daughter of the Comte de Flahault, 
was bom ill London in 1840, and 
educated at Eton and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, whore ho 
gained a scholarship and a prize 
for an English Essay, and gradu¬ 
ated, as a first-class in classics, in 
1868. In December of the last- 
named year ho entered the I rouse 
of Commons as member for Caine, 
which he continued to represent iu 
the Liberal interest until 1S83, Ho 
was appointed Under-Secretary for 
Foreign affairs in Dec. 1882, in 
succession to Sir Charles Dillco, 
who had been advanced to tho 
Presidency of tho Local Govern- 
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in tint Board. At the G enortil Elec¬ 
tion of 1885, Lord Edmund was 
prevented by ill-health from offer¬ 
ing himself as a candidate. 

FITZPATRICK, William John, 
son of John Fitzpatrick, Esq., of 
Dublin and Griffinrath, eo. Kildare, 
Lorn Aug. 31, 1830, was educated 
first at a Protestant school, and 
nttowards at the Roman Catholic 
College of Clongowes Wood. He 
is, a Magistrate and Grand Juror 
for the counties of Dublin and 
Longford, is the author of "The 
Lite, Times, and Correspondence of 
Bishop Doyle,” 2 vols., lately re¬ 
printed with much additional 
correspondence; '■ The Life, Times, 
and Contemporaries of Lord Clon- 
curry ”; f ‘ The Friends, Foes, and 
Adventures of Lady Morgan”; 

1 f Lady Morgan, lier Career, Lite¬ 
rary and Personal ” ; " Anecdotal 
Memoirs of Archbishop Whately ” 

(2 vols.); '* Lord Edward Fitz¬ 
gerald and his Betrayers, or Notes 
on the Cornwallis Papers ” ; f * The 
Sham Squire and the Informers of 
1798 ” (of which 10,000 copies are 
known to have been sold) ; u Ireland 
before the Union, with the unpub¬ 
lished Diary of Lord Chief Justice 
Clonmel, 177-A-1798” (0 editions) ;

and critical. Mr. Fitzpatrick ia a 
member of the Royal Irish Aca¬ 
demy, an Honorary Member of the 
Royal Hibernian Academy of Arts, 
and one of the executive of the 
Royal Dublin Sooiety. In 1876 he 
was elected by the Royal Hibernian 
Academy its Professor of History, 
an office formerly held by Petrie. 
In 1883, Mr. Fitzpatrick wag ap¬ 
pointed by the Viceroy for the 
second time High Sheriff of the 
county of Longford. 

FLAMMARI0N, Camille, a French 
astronomer, bom at Montigny-le- 
Roi (Haute Marne), Feb. 25th, 
1812, received his education in the 
ecclesiastical seminary of Langres 
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and at Paris, was a student in 
the Imperial Observatory from 
1858 till 1802, when ho became 
editor of the Cosmos, and was ap¬ 
pointed scientific editor of the 
tiiCclc in 1805. At this period he 
obtained, by a series of lectures on 
astronomy, a certuin reputation, 
which was subsequeuntly increased 
by his giviug in his adhesion to 
rf spiritualism.” In 18GS ho made 
several balloon ascents, in order to 
study the condition of the atmo¬ 
sphere at great altitudes. M. 
Flannnarion ia the author of “ La 
Plurality dcs Mondes Habit es,”

FLEMING, Sandford, C.E.,O.M.G., 
late Engineer-in-Chief of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, was born 
at Kirkcaldy, Fifeshire, Scotland, 
on the 7th January, 1827, and emi¬ 
grated to Canada in the year 1845. 
Ho received his early training in 
Scotland, and served his appren¬ 
ticeship as an engineer and sur¬ 
veyor. For a number of years, 
after his arrival in Canada, he was 
employed on the engineering staff 
of the Northern Railway, and ren¬ 
dered important service in that and 
other public enterprises. He was 
afterwards one of the chief pro¬ 
moters of the railway from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. The first 
link in this chain was formed by 
the survey and construction of the 
Inter-Colonial Railway, undertaken 
by Mr, Fleming at the request of 
the Governments of Canada, Nova 
Scotia, and New Brunswick, in con¬ 
junction with the Imperial autho- 
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rities. The 1st of July, 187G, saw 
the completion of this great work, 
nil historical account of which Mr, 
Fleming published in the same 
year. While tjio " Inter-Colonial M 
was under construction, Mr. Flem¬ 
ing was ovdorpd to survey and 
locate the line for the Pacific Rail¬ 
way, a task which he partly accom¬ 
plished. in 18/2. For the next 
seven years lie actively prose¬ 
cuted this enterprise, and for his 
services was rewarded by being 
made a Companion of the Order 
of SS. Michael and George. In 
1S79, owing to some difficulty with 
the government of the day he 
resigned his office. He has con¬ 
tributed many scientific papers to 
periodicals, and the Transactions 
of learned societies, among which 
is a proposal for the establishment 
of ft new prime meridian for the 
world, 180' from Greenwich. Jn 
lbSO, Mr. Fleming was elected 
Chancellor of Queen’s University, 
Kingston, Ontario. In the summer 
of 1883 he made a tour from Canada 
to England, then back across the 
Atlantic and through the whole 
extent of Canada to the Pacific 
coast, following by track-horse and 
on foot the proposed route of tho 
Canada Pacific Railway through 
British Columbia, the first con¬ 
tinuous journey by that route 
through the Dominion—an account 
of which he published in 1881 
under the title of "England and 
Canada.” 

FLOQUET, Charles Thomas, a 
French politician, bom at Saint 
Jean-de-Luz, Oct. 5, 1828, studied 
at the Collie St. Louis. Called 
to the Bar in 1831, he was engaged 
in a great number of political cases. 
When Prince Pierre Bonaparte was 
tried at Tours for the murder of 
Yictor Noir, M. Flo quel pleaded 
successfully for damages on behalf 
of the family of the victim j and 
he was also successful in obtaining 
the acquittal of M. Cournot, who 
was tried at Blois in 1870 for par¬ 
ticipation in a plot against the 


Government. In Fob. 1871, M. 
Floquct was elected representative 
of the Seine in the National Assem¬ 
bly, but soon resigned his seat, the 
reactionary press accusing him of 
having relations with tho Com¬ 
mune, and of being its agent in 
tho provinces during the second 
siogo, a charge which was formally 
contradicted by him in tho Qaulais . 
Tho Government, however, arrested 
him at Biarritz, and ho was con¬ 
fined at Tau until the end of June, 
1871. In April of the following 
year he was elected to the Muni¬ 
cipal Council, and again in 1871. 
In the senatorial elections of Jan. 
187G, he was an unsuccessful can¬ 
didate, hut obtained a seat in the 
second chamber in Feb. After the 
Act of the lGth of May, 1877, lie 
was one of the 3G3 deputies who 
refused a vote of confidence in the 
ministry of M. de Broglie \ and 
re-elected in the Oct. following, M. 
Floquet, who possesses great talent 
as an orator, took an important 
part in the debates of the new 
session. At a public meeting held 
in Havre in 1880, M. Floquet made 
an energetic speech in favour of 
the separation of Church and State, 
as also for the suppression of the 
Senate. In 1881 ho was elected 
Vice-President of the Chamber. 
On his nomination as Prefect of 
the Seine in 1872, ho was obligofl 
to resign his seat, but shortly re¬ 
entered the Oh amber as member 
for Perpignan, having, on account 
of grave differences between him 
and the Government, sent in his 
resignation as Prefect. He was 
the principal author of tho propo¬ 
sition for expulsion of all the 
members belonging to tho royal 
families which had reigned in 
France, and for depriving them of 
all political rights. In Jan, 1883, 
urgency for this proposition was 
carried in the Chamber by a large 
majority, but tho matter went no 
farther at the time. On the fall 
of M. Ferry from power, and tho 
accession of M. Brisson, M. Floquet 
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was chosen to succeed tlio latter as 
President of the Chamber, a post 
which lie still holds. At one time 
he was one of the editors of tho 
Temps and the Siocle, 

FLOWER, Cyril, M.P., son of the 
late Mr. P. W. Flower, of Stroat- 
ham, was bora in 1813, and edu¬ 
cated at Harrow and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, He was 
called to the Bar at the Inner 
Temple in 1870. In the Parlia¬ 
ment of 1880-3 he sat as a Liberal 
for Brecknock, and in 1885 and '8G 
was returned for the Luton division 
of Bedfordshire. In Mr. Glad¬ 
stone^ short government of 188G, 
Mr. Cyril Flower was one of the 
Junior Lords of the Treasury, or 
t{ whips " of the Party. He married 
a daughter of the late Sir Anthony 
Rothschild, and both he and his 
wife are much interested in the 
welfare of the lower classes in 
London, and are active supporters 
of the People's Entertainment 
Society. 

FLOWER, William Henry, F.R.S., 
F.L.S., second son of E. F. Flower, 
Esq., of Stratford-on-Avon, born at 
that place Nov. 30, 1831, was edu¬ 
cated for the medical profession 
at University College, London, and 
the Middlesex Hospital. He en¬ 
tered the army as assistant-surgeon 
in April, 1854, served in the Cri¬ 
mean war, and settling afterwards 
in London was appointed Assistant- 
Surgeon and Demonstrator of 
Anatomy at the Middlesex Hos¬ 
pital, In 1861 he was elected 
Conservator of the Museum of the 
Royal College of Surgeons, and in 
1869 Hunterian Professor of Com¬ 
parative Anatomy and Physiology, 
which offices he resigned in 18S1 
on being appointed Director of tho 
Natural History Departments of 
the British Museum, now removed 
to the new building erected for 
them in the Cromwell Rood, South 
Kensington. Ho was President of 
tho section of Biology at the meet¬ 
ing of the British Association in 
Dublin, in Aug. 1878, and President 


of the section of Anatomy at tlio 
International Medical Congress, 
held in London in 1881. In 1879 
he succeeded the late Marquis of 
Tweeddale as President of the 
Zoological Society of London, and 
in 1883 was elect oil President of 
tho Anthropological Institute. The 
Royal Society awarded to him in 
Nov. 1882, one of its royal medals 
for his valuable contributions to 
the morphology and classification 
of the mammalia, and to anthropo¬ 
logy, and he has received the 
honorary decrees of LL.D. from 
the Universities of Edinburgh and 
Dublin. Professor Flower is the 
author of numerous memoirs on 
subjects connected with anatomy 
and zoology in the Transactions of 
the Royal, Zoological, and other 
learned Societies j also of fr An 
Introduction to the Osteology of 
the Mammalia/' 1870; "Diagrams 
of the Nerves of the Human Body/' 
2nd ed., 1872 ; and various Cata¬ 
logues of the Museum of the Royal 
College of Surgeons. Ho married, 
in 1858, the youngest daughter of 
Admiral W. H. Smyth, D.C.L., 
F.R.S. 

FORBES, Archibald, journalist, 
bom in 1838, is a native of Moray¬ 
shire, Scotland. After studying at 
the University of Aberdeen he 
served for several years in the 
Royal Dragoons, and his knowledge 
of the practical details of military 
affairs stood him in good stead 
when, accepting a journalistic 
career as special correspondent 
for the Daily News, he accom¬ 
panied the German Army from 
the beginning to the end of the 
Franco-German war. Later, in the 
same capacity, he witnessed the 
close of the Commune, visited 
India during the famine of 1874, 
saw fighting in Spain, at one time 
with Carlists, at another with 
Republicans, at a third with 
Alfonsists. In the capacity of ro- 
inesentativo of the Daily News, he 
accompanied the Prince of Wales 
in the tour of his Royal Highness 
C o 
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through India in 1675-6. In the 
summer and autumn of 1876, he 
was in Servia, and was present at 
all the important fights of that 
campaign. He made the Russo- 
Turkish campaign in the summer 
and autumn of 1877, attached to 
the Russian army, and was present 
at the crossing of the Danube, the 
capture of Bjela, the advance of 
the Cesarewitch's army towards 
Rustchufc, the disastrous battle of 
Plevna on July 3rd, the severest 
fighting in the Shipka Pass, and 
the five days' attack bv the Rus¬ 
sians on Plevna, in September, 
remaining continuously in the field 
until attacked by fever in the 
middle of September. In 1878 he 
proceeded to Cyprus as special 
correspondent of the Daily Neivs. 
Afterwards Mr. Forbes lectured 
on his experiences to large audi¬ 
ences in Great Britain, Amerioa, 
and Australia. The severe strain 
of his work as a correspondent 
began to tell upon his health, and 
he was not able to be present 
during the Egyptian and Soudan 
campaigns. Among his works are 
"Brawn from Life,” a military 
novel; "My Experiences of the 
War between Prance and Ger¬ 
many and "Soldiering and 
Scribbling : a Series of Sketches,” 
1872. 

FORBES-ROBERTSON, John, art 
critic and journalist, is lineally 
descended from the Forbeses of 
Tolquhon, Thanes of Ponnartin. 
He is the son of the late John 
Robertson, merchant in Aberdeen, 
and was born there, Jan. 30, 1822. 
He was educated at the Grammar 
School, and at the Marischal College 
and University of his native city, 
and became sub-editor of one of the 
local papers (under the late Joseph 
Robertson, the eminent historian 
and antiquary) and contributor to 
the "poet's corner” of another, 
while still a student, making dra¬ 
matic and musical criticism his 
special care. Early in 184i he came 
to London ; the year afterwards he 


visited Prance, and subsequently 
the United States of America. On 
his return he aided materially in 
opening up the Salmon resources 
of Norway, and carried on a corre¬ 
spondence with the Fronch autho¬ 
rities on the artificial propagation 
of the fish, long before any practical 
results of the knowledge obtained 
became visible in England. Mr. 
Forbes-Robertson has, since then, 
written much art-criticism j he was 
editor for several years of Art, Pic¬ 
torial and Industnal, art editor of 
the Pictorial World , and has been 
on the staff of most of those Lon¬ 
don journals whioh make art a 
feature. For ton years he was 
chief art-critic on the Art Journal, 
and contributed reviews of conti¬ 
nental exhibitions to the Illustrated 
London News, the Magazine of Art, 
&c. He is the author of several 
brochures of special art-criticism, 
and in 1877 ho published a large 
quarto volume entitled " The Great 
Painters of Christendom,” which 
was most favourably reviewed both 
in this country and in America. 
He is the author, also, of a Life 
of George Jamesone, the Scottish 
painter, and, in conjunction with 
Wm. May Phelps, of a Life of 
Samuel Phelps, Player, Mr. 
Forbes-Robertson is well-known 
in London and elsewhere as a suc¬ 
cessful lecturer on the history of 
art. His eldest son, Johnston 
Forbes-Robertson, has won for 
himself a recognisod position both 
as a painter and an actor. 

FORD, E. Onslow, sculptor, was 
horn in London July 27th, 1852, 
and as a boy had a great desire to 
become an artist. In 1870 ho went 
to Antwerp and entered the School, 
working his way up to the Antique 
School, where he studied under 
M. BufCeau. In 1871 he went to 
Munich and joined the Academy, 
still studying painting, hut shortly 
before leaving he gave up painting, 
and took to sculpture. In 1874 he 
returned to England, where he has 
since resided. His principal sta- 
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tues are " Sir Rowland Hill, 
K.C.B/ 1 1882; "The Right Hon. 
W. E. Gladstone, M.P.," 1883; 
"Henry Irving, Esq., as Hamlet/ 1 
1883 ; and " Linus/' 1881. Bosides 
these he has executed a number of 
busts, amongst which may be 
mentioned, "Sir John Brown/ 
1831 ; " Sir Charles Reid/ 1 and 
" Rev. John Rodgers/ 1 1882; " The 
Archbishop of York/ 1 1881; and 
u Lieut. - General Sir Andrew 
Clarke/ 1 1880. In 18S5 he ex¬ 
hibited a relief "In Memoriam/ 1 
and his statuette "Roily 11 was 
purchased by the Royal Academy 
under the terms of the Chantry 
Bequest. 

FORD, Sir Francis Clare, X.C.M.G., 
joined the 1th Light Dragoons in 
181G, and retired as Lieutenant in 
1851. The following year ho en¬ 
tered the diplomatic service, and 
was appointed Attach^ at Naples. 
In 1802 he became Second Secre¬ 
tary, and was resident Charge 
d 1 Affaires at Carlsruhe from Oct. 
1802 till Sept. 1863, when he was 
transferred to Yienna, and pro¬ 
moted to be Secretary of Legation 
in Japan in June, 18G5, but did 
not proceed thither, going instead 
to Buenos Ayres, where he was in 
charge of the Mission until Oct. 
1866, In 1871 he proceeded to 
St. Petersburg as Secretary of 
Embassy. In 1875 he was ap¬ 
pointed Her Majesty's Agent to 
attend the Commission at Halifax; 
was made a C.B., and a C.M.G. in 
January, 1878, and promoted to be 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to the Argentine 
Republic, February 9, 1878. He 
conducted the negotiations at 
Monte Video which resulted in a 
renewal of diplomatic relations 
with Uruguay, and was appointed 
Envoy to that Republic Rob. 24, 
1870, In June of the same year 
he proceeded to Brazil, and to 
Greece in 1881, In December, 
1883, Sir P. Rord was appointed 
British Commissioner at Paris for 
the settlement of the Newfound¬ 
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land Fisheries question. Since 
1884 he has been British Minister 
at Madrid, and in June, 1885, was 
made a K.C.H.G. 

FORMAN, Harry Buxton, born 
in London, July l 1 , 1812, was edu¬ 
cated at Teignmouth, and was ap¬ 
pointed in 1860 to a Junior Clerk¬ 
ship in the Secretary’s Department 
of the General Post Office, where 
he is now Principal Clerk for 
Foreign and Colonial Business. 
He is the author of " Our Living 
Poets; an Essay in Criticism s 
(1871), and "The Shelley Library* 
an Essay in Bibliography 31 (1886), 
and editor of the Library Edition 
of "The Poetical Works of Percy 
Bysshe Shelley/ 1 4 vols. (1876-7, 
reprinted 1882) ; ei The Prose 
Works of Percy Bysshe Shelley, 11 
4 vols. (1880); an unannotated 
edition of Shelley's poetry in two 
volumes (1882, reprinted 1886); a 
separate edition of Shelley's tra¬ 
gedy, "The Cenci" (1886); Charles 
Wells's " Joseph and his Brethren " 
(1876) ; " Letters of John Keats to 
Fanny Brawne 11 (1878); the Li¬ 
brary Edition of "The Works of 
John Keats in Verse and Prose/ 1 
1 vols. (18S2); an unannotated 
edition of Keats's poetry (1884, 
reprinted 1885). Mr. Forman, 
who ia at present (1886) engaged 
upon a large edition of Byron's 
poetry, to be published by Mr. 
Murray, has been a contributor of 
critical articles, mainly of a seri¬ 
ous kind, to the Fortnightly Review, 
the Fine Arts Quarterly Review, the 
Athenwum, the Contemporary Re¬ 
view, Macmillan's Magazine, the 
Gentleman’s Magazine, the Man¬ 
hattan, and the London Quarterly 
Review . 

FORREST, John, R.R.0.S., 
Honorary Fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Societies of Italy, 
Vienna, and St. Petersburg, 
Knight of the Italian Crown, 
entered the Survey Department of 
Western Australia, 1865, and in 
1669 was selected to command an 
exploring expedition into the in* 
c o 2 
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tenor in search of Dr. Leiclihart 
and party. In IS 70 he commanded 
an exploring expedition from Cham¬ 
pion Bay on the West Const of 
Australia to the overland telegraph 
lino between Adelaide and Port 
Darwin without the aid of camels,, 
with horses only. For these ser¬ 
vices he received the thanks of the 
G-overnor and the Legislative 
Council, and was awarded the gold 
medal of the Royal Geographical 
Society of London, May 22,1870* 
and was also presented by the 
Imperial Government with a grant 
in fee of 5000 acres of land. In 
JttJrti he was appointed Deputy 
Surveyor-General of Western Aus¬ 
tralia. From April to September, 
1378, he conducted the Trigono¬ 
metrical Survey of the Nickol Bay 
District in North-Western Aus¬ 
tralia. From September, 1878, to 
January, 1S79, he acted as Com¬ 
missioner of Crown Lands and 
Surveyor-General, with a seat in 
the Executive Council of the 
colony. In May, 1878, he was 
temporarily appointed Comptroller 
of the Imperial Establishments and 
Expenditure in Western Australia. 
He is a justice of the peace for the 
colony, and in 18S0-81 acted as 
Comptroller of convicts. In 1883 
he was appointed Commissioner of 
Crown Lands, and in the same 
year proceeded to Kimberley Dis¬ 
trict to report on it to the Govern¬ 
ment. He has published " Explo¬ 
rations in Australia," 1870. 

FORSTER, Sir Charles, M.P., is 
the only son of the late Mr. 
Charles Smith Forster, of Lysways 
Hall, Rugeley, first member for 
Walsall, by Elizabeth, daughter of 
the late Mr. Richard Emery, of 
Barcott House, Salop. Ho was 
born in 1815, and educated at 
Worcester College, Oxford; was 
called to the Bar at tho Inner 
Temple in 1813, and joinod tho 
Oxford Circuit. In 1852 he was 
first elected for Walsall, and has 
continued to represent that con¬ 
stituency in the Liberal interest 


up to the present time. Ho 1ms 
long boon responsible for i ho con¬ 
duct of private business in tho 
House of Commons, and in 1874 
was created a Baronot in recogni¬ 
tion of his services. lie married 
Miss Frances Catherine Surtees, 
niece of the first Earl of Eldon. 

FORSTER, Dr. Ernest Joachim, 
a celebrated Geinmn art-critic and 
pointer, brother of Frederick 
Forster, a distinguished historian 
and poet, who died in 1808, was 
born at Mtinchengosserstiidt, April 
8, 1800. At first he applied him¬ 
self to tho study of theology and 
philosophy, but soon determined 
to devote himself to art, and ac¬ 
cordingly entered the studio of 
Peter Cornelius at Munich. Ho 
was employed in painting the 
frescoes in the Aida at Bonu, and 
those of tho Glyptofcliek and the 
Arcades at Munich, but his repu¬ 
tation rests chiefly on his discovery 
of several ancient pictures, and on 
his works in elucidation of tho 
history of art. His greatest 
" find " was the frescoes of A vanzo, 
which date as far back as 137(5, in 
the chapel of San Giorgio at 
Padua. Of his works, which aro 
all written in German, we may 
mention three excellent guide¬ 
books to Munich, Italy, and Ger¬ 
many ; " StudioB relating to the 
History of Modern Art," 1835; 
" Letters on Painting," 1838; 
" History of German Art j" 
"Monuments of German Archi¬ 
tecture, Sculpture, and Painting," 
1855; "Life of Raphael," 1807 5 
and a "History of Italian Art," 
18G9; "Life of Cornelius," 187i ; 
and "Monuments of Italian Paint¬ 
ing," 1870. Ho lias likewise 
written a life of Jean Pawl Richter, 
and edited several of his works. 

FORSYTII, Sir Thomas Douglas, 
C.B., K.C.S.I., son of tho lato 
Thomas Forsyth, Es<p, of Liver¬ 
pool, born in 1827, was educated at 
Rugby and afterwards at Jlailoy- 
bury, whore he highly distin¬ 
guished himself and carried off

several gold modals. lie went out 
to India in 1848 in tlio civil service 
of the East India Company, and 
was first appointed Assistant-Com¬ 
missioner in tho Punjab, and after¬ 
wards Duputy-Commissionor, wliieli 
office lie hold from 1832 to 1830. 
He took an active part in the sup¬ 
pression of the Indian Mutiny in 
1857, while holding offico at TJin- 
balla, and was in consequence modo 
a C.B. He then became secretary to 
the Chief Commissioner of Oudh, 
and in 1859 Commissioner and 
Civil Judge in the Punjab., of 
which Sir Robert Montgomery was 
the Lieut.-Governor. For a short 
period he held the office of Finan¬ 
cial Commissioner in tho Punjab. 
In 1870 he was selected by Lord 
Mayo, the Governor-General of 
India, to conduct a mission to 
Yarkund, in Eastern Turkistan, 
and was thanked by the Govemor- 
C uuoral for his services. When in 
1S73 it was detonninod to send an 
onvoy to tho ruler of that country 
in order to negotiate a commercial 
treaty, Sir T. I). Forsyth was again 
appointed to that post, and after an 
arduous journey across tho gigantic 
mountain ranges which separate 
India from Kashgar, he succeeded 
in getting a treaty signed which 
oponod up commercial intercourse 
with the most flourishing country 
in cenLral Asia. For this service 
he received the honour of knight¬ 
hood and was made a Knight 
Commander of tho Ordor of the 
Star of India. In 1874 he was ap¬ 
pointed Member of the Legislativo 
Council of India, and in 1875 ho 
was sent on a special mission as 
Envoy to the king of Burmak. 

FORSYTH, William, Q.C.,LL D., 
son of tho late Thomas Forsyth, 
Esq., of Liverpool, was horn at 
Greenock in 1812, and educated at 
Trinity Collogo, Cambridge, whero 
ho graduated B.A. in 1831. He 
was third in tho first class of the 
classical tripos, and second Senior 
Optime, was Chancellor’s Medal¬ 
list, and Fellow of Trinity, and 


proceeded M.A. in 1837. Ho was 
called to the Bar at the Tnner 
Tcmplo in 1839, went tho Northern 
Circuit, became a Queen's Counsol 
in 1857, and a Boucher of tho 
Inner Temple. Ho was standing 
counsel to the Secretary of State 
in Council of India, and is Commis¬ 
sary of the TJuiveibity of Cam¬ 
bridge. Ho is tho author of "Oil 
tho Law of Composition with Cre¬ 
ditors/' published in 1811; f, Hor- 
tensius j or, the Duty and Office of 
an Advocate/' in 1819 ; " On tho 
Law relating to tho Custody of 
Infants/' in 1830 ; "Tho History 
of Trial by Jury," in 1852 j 
" Napoleon at St. Helena and Sir 
Hudson Lowe," in 1H53; "Tho 
Life of Cicero," in 3801} "Cases 
and Opinions in Constitutional 
Law/' in 1869; "The Novels and 
Novelists of the Eighteenth Cen¬ 
tury, in illustration of tho Manners 
and Morals of the Ago," in 1871 ; 
" Hannibal in Italy s an Historical 
Drama," in 1872; " Essays Critical 
and Narrative," in 1871; "Tho 
Slavonic Provinces South of tho 
Danube," in 187G; and has con¬ 
tributed to tho Quarterly and 
Edinburgh Review s and Blackwood's 
Magazine. Having boon elected 
member for tho borough of Cam¬ 
bridge in the Conservative interest 
in July, 18G3, lio was unseated, on 
petition, on the ground that tho 
office he hold of standing counsel 
to the Secretary of State for India 
was one of profit under the Crown, 
and disqualified him from sitting 
in Parliament. He was on un¬ 
successful candidate for tho repre¬ 
sentation of Bath in Oct. 1873, but 
was returned to the House of Com¬ 
mons by the borough of Marylo- 
bone ab the general eleotion of 
Fob. 1871, and ho continued to 
represent that constituency till 
1880. 

FORTESOUE (Earl), The Right 
Hon. Hugh Fortescue, the eldest 
son of tho late Earl (who was Lord- 
Lieutenant of Ireland in 1839—41), 
born April 4j 1818, and educated at

Harrow. He entered Parliament in 
IB 11, whilst Viscount Ebrington, 
os member for Plymouth, which 
lie represented in the Liberal 
interest until 1S32, when he un- 
successfully contested Barnstaple. 
In Doc. 1851, he was elected for 
Marylobone, for which he resigned 
his seat, and was called to the 
Upper House in Ms father's horony 
of Fortescue, Dec. 6, 1869, and 
succeeded as third earl. Sept. 14, 
1861. His lordship was a Lord of 
the Treasury from 1846 to 1847, 
and Secretary of the Poor-Law 
Board from 1847 to 1851, being at 
the same time an active member, 
and latterly chairman, of several 
successive metropolitan commis¬ 
sions of sewers. In May, 1850, 
while visiting a military hospital 
with a view to tho motion which ho 
carried afterwards in 1858, in favour 
of sanitary reform in the army, 
he caught ophthalmia, which de¬ 
prived him of one eye, permanently 
impaired the other, and so much 
injured his health as to compel I 
him to retire from the House of 
Commons. His lordship is the 
author of pamphlets upon, “The 
Health of Towns/* 1844; " Official 
Salaries,” 1852j “Representative 
Self-Government for tho Metropo¬ 
lis,” 1864; “Parliamentary Re¬ 
form,” 1859; and ft work on 
"Public Schools for the Middle 
Classes,” 1804. He married, 
March 11,1847, the eldest daughter 
of the late Right Hon, Col. G-. 
Dawson Darner. She died in 18GQ, 
leaving him a lorge family. 

FORWOOD, Arthur Bowen, M.P., 
son of the late Thomas B. Forwood, 
j.P., of Thornton Manor, Neston,wns 
horn June 23, 1836, at Liverpool, 
was educated at the High School, 
Liverpool College, the late Dean 
Howson being Principal, and is a 
merchant of Liverpool and London. 
He was Mayor of Liverpool in 
1877-78. For several years he was 
Chairman of the Health Committee 
of that city, and ia now Chairman 
of its Finance and Estate Com¬ 


mittee, also of tho Artisans' Dwell¬ 
ings Committee. He is President 
of tho Liverpool Constitutional 
Association, and in tliis capacity he 
took an active part in the settle¬ 
ment of tho differences amongst 
the party loaders that occurred in 
1881. He has written papers on 
the Housing of the Poor, Tory 
Democracy and One Member Con¬ 
stituencies, which wore printod in 
the magazines of tho day. Mr. 
Forwood was chairman of tho com¬ 
mittee under which tlio Bishopric 
of Liverpool was founded, and was 
also chairman of tho first com¬ 
mittee that instituted tho Liver¬ 
pool University College. Ho 
is an advanced Conservative, 
and early adopted tho phrase 
*e Tory democracy.” He contested 
Liverpool in 1882 againt Mr. Samuel 
Smith, hut was defeated by a small 
majority. At the General Election 
in 1885 Mr. Forwood was elected 
by a majority of 2,800 for tho 
Ormskirk Division of tho County 
of Lancaster, and was again re¬ 
turned, this tiino without Disposi¬ 
tion, after the dissolution of 1880. 
On Lord Salisbury's second acces¬ 
sion to power Mr. Forwood was 
appointed Secretary to the Admi¬ 
ralty. 

FOSTER, Birkot, horn at North 
Shields, Northumberland, in 1812, 
educated at Hitohin, Herts; at tho 
age of sixteen was placed with Mr. 
Landells, the wood-engraver, ^ by 
whose advice, after ho had prnetisod 
engraving for a short time, ho be¬ 
came a draughtsman. At tho ago 
of twenty-one ho started on his own 
nocount, illustrated several chil¬ 
dren's hooks, and drew a groat deal 
for the Illustrated London Nows, lie 
illustrated Longfellow’s “Evange¬ 
line/' Beattie's “Minstrel/’ "Uold- 
smith’s Poetical Works,” and 
several other works of tho same 
kind; and has since been ouiployet I 
on many of the better class of illus¬ 
trated books that have issued from 
j the press, especially a handsome 
vohune devoted to English land'* 
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scape, with descriptions from the 
pen of Mr. Tom Taylor* published 
in 18G3. He then resolved to follow 
a different branch of art* and began 
water-colour painting j in 1860 he 
was elected a member of the Water- 
Colour Society* and has met with 
very great encouragement. He is* 
in fact* the most widely known and 
perhaps still the most popular of 
English landscape artists in water¬ 
colour. There seems to be a never- 
ending demand for his Bmooth* 
pretty little illustrations of rustic 
life* and the reproductions of them 
are endless. A collection of f r Sum¬ 
mer Scenes” hy Mr. Foster* con¬ 
sisting of a series of photographs 
from some of his choicest water¬ 
colour drawings* was published in 
1867. 

FOSTER, Yere Henry Louis, was 
bom at Copenhagen in 1819* his 
father* Sir Augustus Foster* Bart,* 
being at that time British Minister 
in Denmark. He was educated at 
Eton, and afterwards at Christ- 
church* Oxford, and then entered 
the diplomatic service under Lord 
Palmerston* who was then at the 
head of the Foreign Office. Sub¬ 
sequently Mr, Yere Foster was 
attached to the mission of Sir 
William Ouseley to Monte Video, 
On his return from South America 
in 1847, ho paid a visit to Ireland 
in the company of his eldest brother* 
Sir Frederick Foster. The famine* 
consequent upon the failure of the 
potato crop* was raging at the time, 
and the two brothers set to work at 
once to relieve the starving poor. 
Mr, Yere Foster presently issued a 
pamphlet—"Work and Wages”— 
advocating emigration* and offering 
to pay the passage of those who were 
too poor. He himself made a voyage 
toAmerica in an emigrant ship* and 
was so impressed by the badness of 
its accommodation that he at¬ 
tracted the attention of Parlia¬ 
ment to the matter* and soon had 
the satisfaction of seeing the Emi- 

f ration Laws in force* which ren¬ 
ewed the miseries he had endured 


thenceforth impossible in a British 
emigrant vessel. The outbreak of 
the Civil War in America (18G1) 
checked for a time the stream of 
emigration* and Mr. Foster now 
turned his attention to the improve¬ 
ment of education in Ireland. By 
improving the village schools and 
building new ones* and in supply¬ 
ing books* maiis* desks* and othor 
apparatus* he spent out of hiB own 
incomo moro than .£15,000. With 
a view to introduce a better system 
of teaching writing in the schools 
under the care of the Commission¬ 
ers of Irish Education* he issued 
the series of his well-known copy¬ 
books. These had an enormous 
sale* which lias since steadily in¬ 
creased* tho demand for them 
amounting to nearly four millions 
annually; and they were soon fol¬ 
lowed by the well-known series of 
drawing-books. Mr, Foster also 
established a systom of prizes to 
encourage attoution to writing* 
&c.j which he still continues. 

FOWLER, The Right Hon. Henry 
Hartley, M.P., son of tho Rev. 
Joseph Fowler, a Wesleyan min¬ 
ister, was bom at Sunderland in 
1830* educated at St. Saviour's 
School, Southwark, and admitted 
a solicitor in 1852, He was Mayor 
of Wolverhampton in 18G3 and 
first chairman of the Wolverhamp¬ 
ton School Booi’d. He took an 
active part in the formation of 
the National Liberal Federation. 
From 1880 to 1885 he sat as a 
Liberal for the undivided Borough 
of Wolverhampton* and after the 
Redistribution Act was returned 
by a large majority for the East 
Division. In Deo. 1884 he was 
appointed Under-Secretary for the 
Home Department* and in Mr. 
Gladstone's ministry of 1886, he 
held the post of Financial Secre¬ 
tary to the Treasury. He was 
created a Privy Councillor in June* 
1886, Mr. Fowler* from his first 
entrance into the House of Com¬ 
mons* was regarded as a man cer¬ 
tain to rise. He is a first-rate 
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man of business, an excellent 
speaker, and admirablo in answer¬ 
ing questions. It is regarded as 
certain that lie will "be a prominent 
member of the next Liberal Cabi¬ 
net. 

FOWLER, Sir John, K.C.M.Q., 
civil engineer, is the oldest Bon of 
the late Mr. Fowler, of WadBley 
Hall, in the parish of Eccles- 
field, Sheffield, and "was born in 
1817. Alter completing Ins school 
conrse, he became a pupil of Mr. 
J. Towlerton Leather, the emi¬ 
nent hydraulic engineer, and ob¬ 
tained hia first practical knowledgo 
under the guidance of that gentle¬ 
man in the construction of tho 
Sheffield waterworks. When Mr. 
George Stephenson, the father of 
railways, projected the line of the 
Midland Company through the 
valley country, from Derby to Nor- 
manton, and excluded from that 
great highway tho towns of Shef¬ 
field, Barnsley, and Wakefield, Mr. 
Leather waa employed to survey a 
route from Chesterfield through 
Sheffield, and his pupil acquired 
his first experience as a railway en¬ 
gineer in laying out the line which 
was subsequently adopted. Whilst 
yet a pupil, he surveyed the rooky 
district through Wharncliffe Wood, 
in Yorkshire, for a line which, 
though not constructed at that 
time, he was afterwards enabled to 
carry out and complete, and ho also 
surveyed the country for a line 
between Stourbridge and Birming¬ 
ham, passing through Dudley and 
Wolverhampton; which line,though 
only begun some twenty years 
afterwards by Brunei, fell to the 
lot of John Fowler to carry out. 
On the completion of his pro¬ 
fessional education he became an 
assistant to Mr. Rastrick in the 
construction of severallinesof rail¬ 
way then in progress, and amongst 
others the London and Brighton 
Bailway, He was then appointed 
resident engineer of the Stockton 
and Hartlepool Railway and of 
other lines in the same district. It 


was at this period that he first 
came as a witness beforo a parlia¬ 
mentary committee, and exhibited 
those qualities of acuteness, firm¬ 
ness, and soundness of judgment 
which still constitute him one of the 
ablest and mo&t valued engineering 
witnesses in the committco rooms 
of both Houses of Parliament. At 
the age of twenty-seven he was 
selected as the engineer for con¬ 
structing the large group of rail¬ 
ways known as the M audios Lor, 
Sheffield, and Lincolnshire lino, 
which includes tunnels, viaducts, 
and bridges of considerable magni¬ 
tude, in addition to a clock, a float¬ 
ing pier, large hydraulic works, and 
a steam ferry, of all which largo 
and multifarious work he had tho 
sole engineering charge. From this 
time the name of John Fowler was 
established in the first rank of 
practical engineers, nncl lie became 
after settling in London, continu¬ 
ously employed at homo and abroad 
in the laying out and construction 
of railways, docks, and other largo 
works requiring a high class of en¬ 
gineering ability. Amongst tho 
principal works executed by Sir 
John Fowlor are to be found tlio 
original f< underground” or Metro¬ 
politan Railway, the District Rail¬ 
way, the St. John's Wood Railway, 
the Victoria Station and Pimlico 
Railway, on which occurred the 
first railway bridge built over tho 
river Thames at London; tho Edg- 
ware, Highgate, and London Rail¬ 
way; the Manchester, Sheffield, 
and Lincolnshire Railways; tho 
Oxford, Worcester, and Wolver¬ 
hampton Railway; the Severn 
Valley Railway; the Mid-Kent 
Railways; the London, Tilbury, 
and Southend Railway; the Great 
Northern and Western of Ireland 
system of railways; tho Much Won- 
lock Railway, and its extension 
east and west; the Great Eastern 
Railway Extension in Cambridge¬ 
shire and Essex; the Isle of Wight 
Railway; tho Launceston and South 
Devon Railway; theMoretonHamp- 
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stead Railway; tho Weymouth and 
Portland Railway; the Wellington 
and Cheshire Railway; thoMillwall 
Docks; and works for tlie improvo- 
ment of rivers and estuarios, and 
the reclamation of lands from the 
sea. He has at present under con¬ 
struction the great "bridge across 
the Firth of Forth. Sir John 
Fowler ia consulting engineer to 
the Great Western Railway, the 
Great Northern Railway, and other 
companies, and until the recent 
change of government in Egypt, 
and the suspension of all further- 
present expenditure on works, he 
acted in a similar capacity with 
respect to the important Govern¬ 
ment and Khedivial works in that 
country. In 1885 he was made a 
Knight Commander of the Order 
of SS. Michael and George in re¬ 
cognition of important services 
rendered in connection with the 
Soudan compaign. Sir John Fowler 
married, in 1850, Emily, daughter 
of the late James Broadbent, Esq., 
of Manchester. 

FOWLER, Sir Robert Eioholas, 
M.P., son of Thomas Fowler, a 
London banker, of Bruce Grove, 
Tottenham, and Yarland, Wilt¬ 
shire, was born at Tottenham, 
Sept. 12, 1828, and educated at 
Grove Houso School, and Univer¬ 
sity College, London, B.A., 1818, 
M.A., 1850. He became senior 
partner in the firm of Dimsdale, 
Fowler, Barnard & Co., Bankers, 
and was from 1808 to 1874 Con¬ 
servative member for Penryn and 
Falmouth, In 1880 ho was elected 
M.P. for the City of London and in 
1885, was again returned for the 
Bame constituency. He was Lord 
Mayor of London in 1883, and again 
for part of 1885, when a vacancy 
occurred through the death of 
Lord Mayor Nottage. He was 
created a baronet in Aug. 1885, 
and was again returned unopposed 
for the City of London at the 
general election of 188G. 

FOWLER, The Rev. Thomas, M.A., 
LL.D„ F.S.A., was born at Bur- 


ton-Stather, Lincolnshire, Sept. 1, 
1832, and educated at King Wil¬ 
liam's College, Isle of Man, and at 
Merton College, Oxford, where ho 
graduated as a double-first classman 
in 185 L. He was elected to a fellow¬ 
ship at Lincoln College in 1855, and 
appointed to a tutorship in the same 
year. Ho was Junior Proctor of 
the University in 18G2-3, Select 
Preacher in 1872-4, and has fre¬ 
quently acted as Public Examiner 
in the School of Liter© Humaniores. 
Mr. Fowler is now a member of the 
Hebdomadal Council, to which ho 
was first elected in 18G9, Pro¬ 
fessor of Logic, to which lie was 
elected in 1873, and President of 
Corpus Christi College, to which ho 
was elected Dec. 23, 1881. He lias 
received the honorary degreo of 
LL.D. from tho University of 
Edinburgh. He is author of the 
"Elements of Deductive Logic/' 
1867 (Stli ed. 1883); tho "Ele¬ 
ments of Inductive Logic,” 1870 
(lth ed. ] 883) ; both of which works 
were published by the Clarendon 
Press, which lias also published an 
elaborate edition of Bacon's"Novum 
Organuin,” by Mr. Fowler, with an 
Introduction and notes, 1878, as 
well aB an edition by him of Loclcc’s 
" Conduct of the Understanding,” 
1881 (2nd ed. 1882). In addition 
to these works, Mr. Fowler is the 
author of ff Locke ” in the series of 
“ English Men of Letters,” and of 
u Bacon,” and "Shaftesbury and 
Hutcheson,” in tho series of 
"English Philosophers.” Hislateet 
work, published by Messrs. Mac¬ 
millan in 1884, is entitled " Pro¬ 
gressive Morality, an Essay in 
Ethics.” 

FRANCILLON, Robert Edward, 
eldest son of James FranctUon, 
County Court Judge, was born at 
Gloucester in 1841, and educated 
at the Cheltenham College, and at 
Trinity Hall, Cambridge. He was a 
scholar of that Hall, and graduated 
in the first class of the Law Tripos 
of 18G2; was called to the bar at 
Gray’s Inn in 1804, joined the 
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Oxford circuit, and was, during I 
18*37, editor of the Law Magazine. 
His first work of fiction was" Grace 
Owen's Engagement/’ which ap¬ 
peared in Blaclnvood's Magazine in 
1808. As a novelist he is the 
author of "Earl’s Dene/’ 1870j 
f '‘ Pearl and Emomld/’ 1872 ; <r Zel- 
da’s Fortune/’ 1873 j " Olympia/’ 
1871 j "A Dog and His Shadow/’ 
1870 5 and" Strange Waters/’ 1878. 
He has also contributed several 
novelettes, shorter tales and arti¬ 
cles to Blackwood, the Gentleman's 
Magazine, All the Tear JRo%md 3 and 
other magazines. He was for some 
time on the staff of the Globe news¬ 
paper, and in 1872 he re-publishcd, 
under the title of " National Cha¬ 
racteristics • and Flora and Fauna 
of London/’ a series of sketches 
which had originally appeared in 
that journal. He has also written 
many; well-known songs for music, 
and is author of the libretti of 
Mr, F. H. Cowen’s cantatas, " The 
Eoae-Maidon ” and "The Corsair.” 

FRANCIS II., ex-King of Naples, 
was born Jan, 31, 1830, and suc¬ 
ceeded his father, Ferdinand IT., 
better known by his sobriquet of 
" Bomba/’ in 1868. His first act 
was to liberate Poerio, Settembrini, 
and other Neapolitans, who had 
been incarcerated for ten years on 
account of their political opinions. 
Hopes at first entertained, that the 
young king would endeavour to 
correct the abuses of his father's 
government, were not fulfilled. In 
I8G0 an insurrection broke ont in 
Sicily, and Palermo and Messina 
were bombarded. An expedition, 
headed by Garibaldi, landed in 
Sicily, and defeated the Neapolitan 
army in every encounter - Naples 
was soon after occupied, and the 
king, with his queen and family, 
wore compelled to take refuge in 
the fortress of Gaeta, which, after 
an obstinate siege of six months, 
capitulated to the Sardinian troops, 
Feb. 14,1861. Francis II. retired 
to Rome, where he was engaged for 
some time in organising fruitless 


expeditions against the government 
of the new kingdom of Italy. He 
married, in 1858, Caroline, daughter 
of Maximilian-Joseph of Bavaria, 
and sister to the empress of Austria. 
The courage displayed by beret the 
siege of Gaeta was the theme of 
general admiration in Europe. 

FRANCIS-JOSEPH I. (Franois- 
Joseph-Oharles), Emperor of Aus¬ 
tria, King of Hun gary and Bohemia, 
&c., wub born Aug. 18, 1830, and 
ascended tko throne of Austria 
Dee. 2,1819, on the abdication of 
his uncle, Ferdinand J. Ho is the 
eldest son of the late Archduke 
Francis-Chnrles (who stood next Lo 
the late emperor in the legal order 
of succession, and who died March 
8,1878) and of the Priucoss Sophia. 
On ascending the throne lie found 
the empire shaken by internal dis¬ 
sensions ; and liis first step was to 
promise a free and constitutional 
government to the country. The 
course of events compelled him to 
close the National Assembly, and to 
assume absolute power. At the si um* 
time he abrogated the Constitu¬ 
tion of Hungary, the people being 
in rebellion against him, and 
only brought to subjection by the 
armed intervention of Russia, while 
he owed his hold on Italy to the 
skill of his veteran general Radot- 
sky. Having at length obtained 
internal peace and freedom for 
governmental and legislative ac¬ 
tion, ho promulgated the edict of 
Sehbnbrunn, Sopt, 2G, 1851, in 
which he declared the Government 
"responsible to no other political 
authority but the throne.” Assis¬ 
ted by Prince Schwarzonberg, and 
after his death by Count Buol mid 
Baron Bach, ho centralised tho 
government of his heterogeneous 
nationalities at Vienna, and, aided 
by Herr von Brilck, inaugurated a 
series of fiscal and commercial 
reforms favourable to tho micros La 
of the middle classes. In 1853-1, 
the Emperor endeavoured, though 
in vain, to induco llio Czar Nicho¬ 
las to abandon Ids ambitious dc* 
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signs against Turkey,, and further 
excited that autocrat's displeasure 
*by refusing to assist Russia against 
the Western Powers., whose rulers 
also felt aggrieved because ho re¬ 
solved to remain neutral, and not 
to throw the weight of his name 
into their scale. The policy of 
Austria on this occasion will, how¬ 
ever, be more fairly estimated by 
posterity. Her unwillingness to 
make common cause with the 
Western Powers has been severely 
punished, for bad she joined the 
alliance against Russia in 1854, in 
all probability Louis Napoleon 
would not have crossed the Alps 
and dictated the peace of Villa- 
franeft. It is, therefore, more than 
probable that her reluctance to act 
against Russia in that war was the 
cause of her losing Lombardy three 
years later. The EmperoV Erancis- 
Joseph is tall and handsome. At 
Solferino he gave proof of bravery 
amounting almost to rashness. In 
April, 1851-, lie married tlio Princess 
E li z ab eth Amalie En^onie, daughter 
of the Duke Maximilian- Joseph, and 
cousin, on her mother’s side, to the 
king of Bavaria, a lady who of 
recent years has often visited 
England and Ireland for hunting. 
In 1857 tho Emperor and Empress 
paid a visit to their Italian and 
Hungarian dominions, and granted 
an amnesty to political offenders. 
The Reichsrath was enlarged by 
imperial patent March 6, I860, and 
tho Emperor sanctioned tho prin¬ 
ciple of the responsibility of minis¬ 
ters May 1, 18G2. The plenipo¬ 
tentiaries of Austria, Prussia, and 
Denmark, assembled at Yienna to 
consider the terms of a peace 
July 26,18G4, which was concluded 
Oct. 30. Early in 18G5 tho Emperor 
liberated Joseph Langiewioz, the 
Polish insurgent. The Ministerial 
Council was reconstituted July 27. 
The Convention of Qastein, signed 
Aug. 14, 18G5, which transferred 
tho government of Schleswig to 
Prussia, and that of Holstein to 
Austria, was a few days afterwards 


confirmed by tho Emperor and tho 
King of Prussia at Salzburg. The 
Emperor issued an important mani¬ 
festo to his people Sept. 20, in 
which ho expressed very concilia¬ 
tory intentions towards the people 
of Hungary and Croatia. The 
Emperor again viBited Hungary, 
in order to open the Diet, in Dec. 
18G3, Tho ratifications of a treaty 
of commerce between Austria and 
England were exchanged in Jan. 
18GG. The Emperor and Empress 
visited Pesth-Ofen Jan. 29, whore 
they remained until March 5. In 
March, 1800, tho armaments against 
Prussia began, and councils of war 
wore established in the circles of 
Prague, Pisok, Tabor, and Pilsen. 
An imperial order was issued May 
0, placing the whole army on a 
war footing, and concentrating tho 
Army of the North on the frontiers 
of Bohemia and Silesia. The Em¬ 
peror published a mauifosto rela¬ 
tive to tho impending contest, 
June 17, tho Prussian minister 
having received his passports June 
12. The Emperor showed much 
devotion in the struggle which 
ensuod, and tho fortunes of war 
having been advoree, at once made 
peace and applied his enorgies to 
the difficult task of reconstructing 
the empire. In this work ha was 
powerfully aided by Count Beuet, 
the late Prime Minister of Saxony, 
whom he summoned to his councils 
in Oct. I860, and who remained in 
office as his principal minister until 
Nov. 1870, when he resigned, and 
was succeeded by Count Andrassy, 
One of the principal results o£ tho 
policy pursued by Count Beust was 
the coronation of the Emperor at 
Pesth, as King of Hungary, June 8, 
18G7. The Emperor was present 
at the opening of tho Isthmus of 
Suez Canal in Nov. I860. In 1871 
he had a memorable interview at 
Qastein with tho Emperor of Ger¬ 
many ? and there was a meeting of 
tho Emperors of Germany, Russia, 
and Austria at Berlin in the autumn 
of 1872. Tho Emperor of Austria 
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visited the Emperor of Russia at 
Sfc. Petersburg in Feb. 1871. In 
1S78 the Congress of Berlin sanc- 
tionod the occupation by Austria of 
the provinces of Bosnia and Herze¬ 
govina, -which had formerly be¬ 
longed to Turkey. The throe 
Emperors met again at Skiernevice 
in Sept. 1881, and at Krembier in 
the following year. In sx>ite of 
rude trials, the friendship there con¬ 
firmed still continues, though there 
is only, Htrietly speaking, an alli¬ 
ance between Austria and Germany; 
Russia trying to be friendly to both. 
The Emperor’s heir is his son, the 
Crown Prince Rudolph, who was 
bom 1858, and who married in 1881 
the Princess Stephanie, of Belgium. 

FRANCIS, Francis, was born in 
1822, at Seaton, in Devonshire. His 
father was Capt. John Morgan, 
R.N., and ho took the name of 
Francis under the will of the late 
Mr, Francis Francis. He was edu¬ 
cated at St. Paul’s Grammar School, 
Southsea, and adopted the profes¬ 
sion of a civil engineer, but did not 
follow it. In 18U9 he was appointed 
a Commissioner of Fisheries in Ire¬ 
land, and inspected all the fisheries 
of France, England, Ireland, and 
the Channel Islands. Ho is a di¬ 
rector of the HammaiUj or Turkish 
Bath, and was for many years 
Naturalist Director to the Brighton 
Aquarium, Mr. Francis was for 
nearly a quarter' 1 of a century 
the editor of the fishery depart¬ 
ment of the Field. He has written 
many works on fishing and the 
fisheries, notably “ A Book on 
Angling/’ which has i cached a 
sixth edition ; " Angling/’ “ Fish 
Culture /’ u Tko Angler’s Register/’ 
“ Reports on Salmon Ladders,” 
" By Lake and River/’ and" Sport¬ 
ing Sketches/’ "The Practical 
Management of Fisheries,” "Hot 
Pot, or Miscellaneous Papors,” 
besides many works of fiction. 
Ho has always been an energetic 
agitator for fishery reforms and 
improvements, and with consider¬ 
able success. He is the chair¬ 


man of the Thames Rights Defence 
Association, which was called into 
action to defend the fishery rights 
of the public. He is a frequent 
contributor to current literature, 
and luia received t medals from 
Franco and Australia for his ser¬ 
vices to the fisheries. 

FRANKLAND, Edward, D.C.L., 
LL.D„ Ph.D., F.R.S., born at 
Ohurchtown, near Lancaster, Jan. 
18, 1823, received his education 
at the Grammar School, Lancaster, 
the Museum of Practical Geology, 
London, ancl the TJnivarsities of 
Marburg and Giessen. He was 
appointed Professor of Chemistry 
in Owens College, Manchester, 
in 1851 ; in St. Bartholomews’s 
Hospital in 1857 ; in the • Royal 
Institution of Great Britain in 
18(33; in the Royal College of 
Chemistry (Royal School of Mines), 
in 1865; and in the Normal School 
of Science, South ICensington 
Museum, in 1881. He resign cd tliia 
Professorship in 188G. He was nomi¬ 
nated one of Her Majesty’s Com¬ 
missioners for inquiring into the 
pollution of rivers in 1808, elected 
President of the Chemical Society 
in 1S71, and President of the Insti¬ 
tute of Chemistry in 1877. Dr. 
Frankland was elected in 1853 a 
Fellow of the Royal Society; in 
1800 a corresponding Mombor of the 
French Academy of Sciences; in 
1SG9 a Foreign Member of the Jtoyiil 
Academy of Sciences in Bavaria, 
and subsequently of the Academies 
of Sciences of Berlin, St. Peters¬ 
burg, and Bohemia. In 1881 ho 
was made corresponding Member 
of the Vienna Academy of Science, 
and received tlio honorary degree 
of LL.D. of Edinburgh, lie is 
also Honorary Fellow of the Royal 
Medico-Chirurgical Society of 
London. He is the author of 
"Researches on tlio Isolation of 
the Radicles of Organic Com¬ 
pounds, and other Researches in 
Organic Chemistry/’ for which 
he received, in 1857, a gold medal 
from the Royal Society j also of 
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ff Eo&oarchos on tho Manufacture 
and Purification of Coal-Gas,” on 
tho " Infiuouco of Atmospheric 
Pressure on tho Light of Gas, 
Candle, and other Flames/’ on 
*' "Winter Sanitariums in tho Alps 
and elsewhero,” on ft The Purifica¬ 
tion of Town Drainage and other 
Polluting Liquids/' and on the 
“ Composition and Qualities of 
Water used for Drinkingand other 
Purposes." He is also the joint 
author,with Mr, J. Norman Lockyor, 
of u Eosoarches connected with the 
Atmosphere of tho Sun,” In Fob, 
1B82, ho delivered a Friday evening 
discourse ff On Climate in Town and 
Country,” aL the Royal Institution 
of Great Britain, in which he sug¬ 
gested means for artificially pro¬ 
ducing a gonial out-door climate 
in England. In 1883 ho published 
in the Proceedings of the Eoynl 
Society, ff Tho Chemistry of Elec¬ 
trical Storage Batteries /’ and in 
1883, in the Journal of the Chemi¬ 
cal Society, ** On Chemical Changes 
in tlicir relation to Micro-Organ¬ 
isms.” 

FRANKS, Augustuo Wollaston, 
F.E.S., F.S.A., bom in 1820, was 
educated at Eton and at Trinity | 
College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1849, and pro- i 
ceoded M.A. in 1852. Ho is the 
author of a work on " Ornamental 
Glazing Quarries,” of a treatise on 
fr Vitreous Art in the Art Treasures 
of tho Manchester Exhibition,” and 
editor of If emble’s f f Hora© For ales. ” 
He has contributed to the Trans¬ 
actions of various nrchcDological 
societies, was elected Director of 
the Society of Antiquaries in 1858, 
and is keeper of the department of 
British and Medieval Antiquities 
and Ethnography in the British 
Museum. Mr. Franks, who is one 
of the greatest living authorities 
on many departments of art, es¬ 
pecially the arts of the Renaissance, 
and Oriental Ceramics, has behaved 
with extraordinary generosity in 
presenting his magnificent collec¬ 
tion of Chinese and Japanese por¬ 


celain and pottory, as well as many 
noble examples of Italian majolica 
and other wares, to the nation. 
For some yoars his Oriental Col- 
loction wns exhibited at the Beth¬ 
nal Green Museum. Tho catalogue 
of it is, perhaps, the most valuable 
extant account of the history of 
the manufacture. 

FRANZ, Robert, composer, bom 
at Halle, J unc 28, 1815, tho son of 
a respectable citizen, was for two 
years a pupil of Schneider, at 
Dessau. In 1813 he published his 
first set of twelve songs, which 
gained for him tho notice of 
Schumann, Mendelssohn, Liszt, and 
other eminout masters. Ho was 
then appointed organist at tho 
TJlriohskirche, and oonduotor of the 
Sing-Academic at Hallo, and lec¬ 
tured to the students at the uni¬ 
versity on musical subjects, and 
tho degree of doctoi* of music was 
conferred upon him. A series of 
nervous disorders compelled him, 
in 18GS, to relinquish his appoint¬ 
ments and to give up writing 
altogether. Tlio pecuniary diffi¬ 
culties which iiToso in consequence 
were overcome by the exertions of 
Liszt, Joachim, and others, who in 
| 1872 organised concerts for his 
benefit, and realized .£5,000. Of 
I late years ho has devoted muoh 
j time to editing and arranging the 
works of Bach and Hdndel. He 
has written fr Mittheilnngen fiber 
J. S. Bach’s Magnificat,” and 

OfPoner Brief an Eduard Hans- 
lick fiber Bearboitungcn dlterer 
Tonwerko, namontlich BaoVseher 
and Bhndel’scjher Vocalmugik,” 
and has published various com¬ 
positions and arrangements, which 
include two hundred and fifty- 
seven songs for a single voice with 
pianoforte accompaniment,in forty- 
live sets. 

FRANZ09, Karl Emil; a German 
author, son of a Jewish doctor, was 
born Oct. 25, 18J 8, on the Russo- 
Austrian frontier. He was brought 
up in the Polish-Jewish village of 
Czorskowj and received his early 
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education in the school of the 
Dominican monastery there. Then 
he proceeded to the German Gym¬ 
nasium at Czcrnowicz, where, from 
tho year 18G2, he was wholly de¬ 
pendent on his own exertions for 
a livelihood. A proof of the ardour 
and success with which ho devoted 
himself to the study of tho classical 
languages is his translation ol* the 
Eclogues of Virgil into the Doric 
of Theocritus, Being a Jew, and 
therefore having no hope of ob¬ 
taining an appointment, he aban¬ 
doned philology for jurisprudence. 
In 1SG8 he represented, as deputy, 
tho students of Vienna at tho 
Berlin" Kartellkongress 3 ” and ho 
established, in I860, tho German 
annual " Buehenblatter/' a sort of 
almanac. In 1871 he was concerned 
in a trial in consequence of an 
appeal to the students of Graz, 
being indicted as a rebel. After 
this affair he passed with distinc¬ 
tion his examination as an advo¬ 
cate, and practised for a time at 
the bar with success, but ulti¬ 
mately he resolved to adopt tho 
career of a professional author. 
At the outset he took to journalism, 
first at Vienna and afterwards 
(1872-3) at Pesth, until he was 
enabled, in 1871, to find his means 
of subsistence by writing books. 
His chief power as a writer is found 
in ethnographical description, es¬ 
pecially in the form of romance. 
Among his works ore —" Semi- 
Asiatic Life: Pictures of Civilisa¬ 
tion in Galicia, the Bukowina, 
South Russia, and Roumania/ 1 2nd 
ed,, 2 vols., 1878} "Prom the Don 
to the Danube : Hew Pictures of 
Semi-Asiatic Life," 2 vols., 1878}

FRASER, Alexander Campbell, 
D.C.L., LL.D., professor of logic 
and metaphysics in the University 
of Edinburgh, was born, in Sept. 
1819, at Ardehattnu, eo. Argyll, of 
which parish his father was minis¬ 
ter, his mother being a sister of 
Sir Duncan Campbell,of Barcalrline. 
He was educated at the Universities 
of Glasgow and Edinlmrgh, and in 
1812 obtained tho Edinburgh Uni¬ 
versity prize for an essay on 
** Toleration.” He oarly dovotod 
himself to philosophy and litera¬ 
ture. In 1850 ho became editor of 
tho North British Review , which ho 
conducted till 1357. In the pre¬ 
vious year he entered on tho 
duties of his i>rpsent chair, as 
successor to Sir William Hamilton, 
Binee 18o9 he has also held the 
offico of Doan of the Faculty of 
Arts, and taken an activo part in 
matters of University reform. In 
1871 he was one of the examiners 
in the Moral Science Tripos of the 
University of Cambridge, in the 
same year he received tho honorary 
degree of Doctor of Laws from the 
University of Glasgow. Since 1872 
he has acted aB Examiner in Moral 
Science and Logic at the India 
Civil Service Examinations. Ln 
1877 he was chosen to rexnosont 
the Senatus Academious in tho 
Edinburgh University Court, an 
offico whioh he still holds. At 
Commemoration in June. 1883, ho 
was created an honorary D.O.L. of 
the University of Oxford. During 
the last thirty years Professor 
Campbell Fraser has contributed 
numerous articles, chiotly philoso¬ 
phical, educational, and biographi¬ 
cal, to tho North British lievmv 3 
Macmillan*a Magazine Jihicyclo^ivdia 
Britannic a, and other periodicals 
and encyclopedias. In 185(1 ho 
published " Essays in Philosophy/ 1 
and in 1868 "Rational Philoso¬ 
phy,” In 1871 he produced a 
fC Collected Edition of tho Works 
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of Bishop Berkeloy, with^ Disserta¬ 
tions and Annotations/' in 3 vols.j 
and in the same year a €t Life of 
Bishop Bei-kalcy, with an Account 
of his Philosophy," both of them 
published by the Oxford Clarendon 
Press. These wore followed in 
1874 by f f Selections from Berkeley, 
with a Historical Introduction," 
and in 1881 by a monograph on 
"Berkeley," in Blackwood's Philo¬ 
sophical Classics, both of which 
have passed through several edi¬ 
tions. Ho is now engaged in 
studies on John Locke and modern 
philosophy, with a view to a work 
on that subject. His latest publi¬ 
cation is a Preface to Russell's 
f ‘ .Reminiscences of Yarrow," 188G. 

ERASER, Major-General Charles 
Crawfurd, V.C., C.B., M.P., bom in 
Dublin, Aug. 31, 1829, is a son of 
the late Lieut.-Col. Sir J. J. Eraser, 
Bart. He was educated at Eton, 
and in 18i7 joined the 7th Hussars, 
becoming Captain 1854 and Major- 
Q-cneral 1877, after having com¬ 
manded the 11th (Prince Albeit's 
Own) Hussars for eleven years. 
He served with great distinction 
during the Indian Mutiny, and was 
severely wounded in one action. 
On Doc. 31, 1858, he rescued on 
officer and men from drowning in 
tho River Raplce by swimming to 
them under a sharp fire. Eor this 
he was mentioned in despatches 
as having shown “ conspicuous 
gallantry," and received, in addi¬ 
tion to the Victoria Cross, the 
Royal Humane Society's first-class 
medal. In 1£68 he served through¬ 
out the Abyssinian Campaign os 
Commandant at Head-Quarters, 
and in charge of the outposts, and 
obtained a C.B. He has since been 
A.D.C. to H.R.H. the Commander- 
in-Chief, Inspector - General of 
Cavalry in Ireland and in Great 
Britain, and for four years Com¬ 
mander of the Curragh. He now 
represents North Lambeth in Par¬ 
liament in the Conservative in¬ 
terest. 

FRECHETTE, Louis [Hoaore, a 


French Canadian litterateur and 
journalist, was born at Levis, 
opposite Quebec, on the 16th Nov. 
1839. He received his aducation 
at tho Quebec Seminary, at St. 
Atmo's College, and at the College 
of Nicolet. Ho studied law, and 
was called to tho Bar of Lower 
Canada in 1861. He became a 
voluminous contributor to the 
newspaper press of the French 
province, and edited successively 
Le Journal de Quebec and Lv Journal 
de Lewis. In 1862 lie published a 
collection of poems under the title 
of “ Mes Loisirs," and two dramas, 
entitled "Papineau" and "L'Exile." 
Eor a time lie represented his native 
town in tho Local Legislature of 
Quebec, and from 1872 until 1878 
sat for Levis in the Dominion 
Parliament. During this period 
ho published two additional collec¬ 
tions of poems, ontitlccl respec¬ 
tively, cl Los Flours Borealos " and 
,r Les Oisofiux de Neige." Eor 
those works he was crowned by the 
Erench Academy in Aug. 1880. In 
1877 he added to his literary laurels 
by the issue of u Pffie-M&Le," a 
further compilation of French 
lyrics. In 1884 he became chief 
editor of La Patne t Montreal. 

FREDERICK WILLIAM (Fre¬ 
derick William Nicholas Charles), 
Imperial Prince of Germany and 
Crown Prince of Prussia, is the 
eldest son of WilHam, Ring of 
Prussia, and now Emperor of Ger¬ 
many. He was born at the new 
palace in Potsdam, Oct. 18, 1831, 
entered the military service at an 
early age, rose to the rank of 
general, and held numerous im¬ 
portant appointments. In 1866 
when the war broke out between 
Prussia and Austria, the chief of 
his staff was Major-General von 
Blumenthal, and he had under his 
orders three army-corps, besides 
the Guard Corps under Prince 
Augustus of Wiirtembcrg. The 
Crown Prince led his army, com¬ 
posed of 126,000 men, from Silesia 
through the passes of the Sudetio 
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Hills, an operation exposed to great 
difficulties and to considerable 
danger. By a series of brilliant 
operations the army pushed its way 
through the mountains, lighting 
severe actions at Trautenau, Na- 
chod, Skalitz, and Sehweinschadel. 
Before he had practically effected 
his junction with Prince Frederick 
Charles, General Benedek hacl 
made preparations to attack tlic 
latter -with superior force, and the 
battle of Sadowa or Kmnggmtz 
was the result (July 3, I860). Tlic 
Crown Prince appeared on the field 
unexpected by the Austrians in the 
middle of the battle, struok tho 
heart of the Austrian position, and 
decided the fortunes of the day. 
His march from Milotin to Kouig- 
grutz, and liis series of victories 
on entering Bohemia, established 
his reputation as an energetic com¬ 
mander. In the war between 
(Germany and Franco tho Crown 
Prince of Prussia acted a moBt 
conspicuous part. The close of 
July, 1870, found him on the Rhine 
frontier, in command of the Third 
German Army, comprising the 5th, 
6th, and 11th Korth German corps, 
the 1st and 2nd Bavarian corps, 
and the divisions furnished by 
Baden, Wurlemberg, and Hesse, 
in all about 200,000 men and COO 
guns, On the 4th of August he 
vigorously attaoked the position 
held at Weissenburg by that por¬ 
tion of Marshal MacMahon J s corps 
which was commanded by General 
Abel Douay. The French. were 
repulsed and dispersed after a 
severe struggle. Following up 
this important victory, tho Crown 
Prince attacked on the 6th the 
united army-corps of Generals 
MacMahon, Failly, and Canrobert, 
drawn up in position at Woerth. 
MacMahon had under him 60,000 
men in all, and occupied a strong 
defensive position on the slopes of 
the Vosges. The Crown Prince 
arrived from Weissenburg on tho 
evening of the 6th with an army 
of 180,000 men, and began tho 


attack at seven tho next morning. 
The French lino was turned afctwo 
points, and their left and centre 
broken, notwithstanding a dcspci’- 
ate charge of cavalry, which was 
ordered by MacMahou as a last 
resort. At the momornble en¬ 
gagement near Sedan (Sept. 1) Iiih 
troops and those of Prince Fre¬ 
derick Charles were engaged 
against tho grantor part of Mac- 
Mahon's forces; and tho Gormans 
succeeded in crossing tho river 
Mouse, this extremely difficult 
operation being effected by tho 
Crown Prince with his Prussians 
and Wtlrtomborgors, supported by 
the Bavarians under General von 
der Tnnn. He next made his way 
towards Paris, entered Versailles 
Sept. 20, throw additional troops 
round the capital, and remained 
in tlxo vicinity of tlio invested city 
| until after the conclusion of peace. 
On Oct. 28 lie was croated a Field 
Marshal of Trussia, and on !Nov, 8 
a Russian Field Marshal. In I87H, 
when the Emporor had been 
wounded by the assassin Nobiliug, 
the Crown Prince was appointed 
Regent till his father’s recovery. 
The Prince married, Jan. 25, 1858, 
Victoria Adelaide, Princess Royal 
of Great Britain, by whom he has 
seven children,—FrederiokWilliam 
Victor Albort, born Jan. 27, 3850 
(commonly called Prince Willi/nn 
■—ho is married to tho Prinooss 
Victoria of Schleswig - Holstoin- 
Auguatonburg, and lias children) j 
Victoria Elizabeth Augusta Char¬ 
lotte, born July 21, I860 j Albort 
William Henry, horn Aug. 20, 
I8G2 j Frederica Amelia Williol- 
minu Victoria, born April 12, 
1866 i Joachim Frederick Ernest 
Walclomar, bom Feb. 30, 3868 j 
Sophia Dorothy Ulrica Alice, 
born Juno 14,1870 *, and Margaret 
BeaMx Feodoro, bom April 22, 
3872. 

FREDERICK WILLIAM LOUIS, 
Grand Buko of Baden, born Sept, 

9, 1826, succeeded his fathor, tho 
Grand Dixke Leopold, as Regent, 
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-A pril 24, 1862, to the exclusion of 
his elder brother Louis, who was 
mentally incapable of governing. 
Since IS53 he has been continually 
ougaged in struggles with the 
ecclesiastical power, and at the end 
of 1855 banished the Jesuits from 
tho duchy. In Sept. 1856, ho had 
a narrow escape from assassination. 
He assumed the title of Grand 
Duke Sept. 6, 1850, and married 
the daughter of William I. of 
Prussia, Sept. 20. An ardent 
advocate of German unity, he 
became an ally of Prussia (of whose 
Icing he is nephew) in the Franco- 
German war (1870-71), and the 
Badeneao soldiers contributed in 
no small degree to the triumph of 
the German arms. In 1880 he 
presided at the great quincente¬ 
nary festival of the University of 
Heidelberg. 

FREEMAN, Edward Augustus, 
D.CJj., LL.D., of Somerleaze, 
Wells, Somerset, son of tho late 
John Freeman, Esq., and of Ped- 
more Hall, Worcestershire, was 
born at Harborne, Staffordshire, 
in 1823. He was elected Scholar 
of Trinity College, Oxford, in 1811, 
Follow in 18 J 5, Honorary Fellow, 
1880, filled the office of Examiner 
in the School of Law and Modern 
History in 1857-8 and in 1863-1, 
and in the School of Modern His¬ 
tory in 1873, became Regius Pro¬ 
fessor of Modern History and 
Fellow of Oriel, 3884. He was 
created honorary D,C,L. by the 
University of Oxford at the instal¬ 
lation of the Marquis of Salisbury 
in 1870, and honorary LL.D. by 
the University of Cambridge in 
1871; honorary member of the 
Imperial University of St. Peters¬ 
burg, 1877 j honorary LL.D, of the 
University of Edinburgh, 1884. 
He is also a Knight Commander 
of tho Order of the Redeemer of 
Greece (1875), of the Order of 
Danilo of Montenegro, and of the 
Order of Takova of Servia; and 
Knight of the Second Class of the 
Order of St. Saviour; Correspond¬ 


ing Momber of the Imperial Aca¬ 
demy of Sciences of St. Petersburg, 
of the Royal Academies of Lineei 
of Rome, of Munich, Copenhagen, 
and Belgrade, of tho Royal Socie¬ 
ties of Massachusetts, Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, &c., of the Greek 
Historical and Ethnological So¬ 
ciety, and of the Gonoveso Institute 
of Sciences, Letters, and Fine Arts, 
He was an unsuccessful candidate 
for Mid-Somerset in 18GB. On 
May 24, 1872, he delivered tho 
Rede lecture nt Cambridge, the 
subject being 41 The Unity of His¬ 
tory." lie has written much on 
historical, political, and archi¬ 
tectural subjects, and is tho author 
of " A History of Architecture/' 
1819; an "Essay on Window 
Tracoiy," 1850; "Tho Architec¬ 
ture of Llandaff Cathedral/' 1851; 
f * Tho History and Conquests of 
the Saracens/' 185G; “The His¬ 
tory and Antiquities of Sb.

FREMANTLE, The Hon, and Rev. 
William Henry, M.A., is tho second 
son of Lord Cottesloo, and was 
horn in. 1831. He was educated at 
Eton and at Balliol College, Ox¬ 
ford ; obtained a first-class in 
classics in 1863, gained the -prize 
for the English Essay in the fol¬ 
lowing year, and was Fellow of All 
Souls 1 from 1865 to 1863. Ho was 
Curate of Middle Claydon, Bucks, 
from 1855 to 1857, and Vicar of 
Lewlmor, Oxfordshire, from tho 
latter date till 1865, when he was 
appointed by Earl Russell to tho 
rectory of St. Mary’s, Bryanston 
Square, Marylebono. From 1878 
to 1S80 he was Select Preacher at 
Oxford. Tn 1882 he was chosen 
Hampton Lecturer at Oxford, and 
later in the same year he was ap¬ 
pointed by Dr. Tint, Archbishop of 
Canterbury — whose Examining 
Chaplain he had been since 1862— 
to the canonry residentiary in Can¬ 
terbury Cathedral that had become 
vacant by the death of tho Rev. 
James Craigio Robertson, M.A. 
Latterly Canon Fremantle has 
accepted the position of Chaplain 
of Balliol College. He has writ¬ 
ten or edited "A Clergyman’s 
True Position; 11 “Ecclesiastical 
Judgments of the Privy Council/ 1 
1865; articles in the Contempo¬ 
rary Review, 1866-78; and "The 
Doctrine of Reconciliation to 
God through Jesus Christ," "Tho 
Gospel of the Secular Life" 
(University Sermons), " The World 
as the Subject of Redemption" 
(Bampton Lectures), “ A Pleading 
against War from the Pulpit of 
Canterbury Cathedral" 

FREMONT, John Charles, was 
born at Savannah, Georgia, Jan¬ 
uary 21, 1813, and graduated at 
Charleston College, 1830. In 1833 
he received the appointment of 
teacher of mathematics on board 
the sloop-of-war Natcfoes, and 


two years afterwards was made 
Professor of Mathematics in tho 
United States* navy. In 1830 ]u» 
he was commissioned ns lieutenant 
in the corps of topographical en¬ 
gineers; and in 1842 conducted a 
geographical survey of the then 
almost unknown region between 
the Missouri river and tho Pacific* 
Ocean. In May, 1813, he sot out 
upon a still longer expedition from 
the Rocky Mountains to the Pacific. 
On his return in 1814 lie was bre- 
vetted as captain, and in the spring 
of 1845 was sent to exploro tho 
great western basin, and the mari¬ 
time region along tho Pacific, an 
expedition which resulted in the 
acquisition of California to tho 
United States. D uring his absence 
war was declared between tho 
United States and Mexico, and 
General Kearney was sent to take 
possession of California. Fremont 
refused to obey some orders given 
by Kearney, who was liis milii ary 
superior, and was put under arrest, 
and ordered to report at Washing¬ 
ton. He was tried by court-martial, 
found guilty, and ordered to bi* 
dismissed from the service. Presi¬ 
dent Polk remitted the sentence; 
but Fremont resigned liis commis¬ 
sion. Tn Oct. 1848, ho fitted out 
at his own expense a large expe¬ 
dition, with the object of finding a 
practicable route over the moun¬ 
tains to California. After in¬ 
numerable hardships he readied 
Sacramento in the Bpring of 18 U>. 
Here he bought a large estate, con¬ 
taining rich gold mines. He was 
one of tho first U.S. Senators from 
California, sorving 1810-51. In 
1865 he took up his residence in 
Hew York, and in tho ensuing year 
was tho first candidate of tho Re¬ 
publican party for President of tho 
United States. The Democrats 
nominated Mr. Buchanan, and tho 
"American " party nominated Mr. 
Fillmore. Fromont reoeivad 114 
electoral votes, Fillmore 8, and 
Buchanan, receiving the remaining 
174 votes, was elected. Soon after 
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tlie civil war broke out Fremont 
was made a major-general, and 
placed in command of the western 
department, liis beacl-quartors 
being at St. Louis. Ho issued u 
proclamation fracing tho slaves in 
liis district, u measure which tho 
President thought unwise at the 
time, and Fremont was recalled, 
and placed in command in Western 
Virginia, where he waB out- 
genemlled by Confederate General 
Jackson. Soon afterwai'ds General 
Pope was placed in command of all 
the Federal forces in Northern 
Virginia, and Fremont, who out¬ 
ranked him, resigned his commis¬ 
sion, and took no further active 
part in the war, In 18G4 the 
Cleveland Convention nominated 
him for tho Presidency, but ho 
soon withdrew his name. Ho sub¬ 
sequently devoted himself mainly 
to the promotion of a Southern rail¬ 
road across tho continent, spend¬ 
ing much time in Europe for this 
purpose. In connection with this 
enterprise he was charged with 
fraudulent transactions in Franco : 
was tried while absent, found 
guilty, and sentenced to fine 
and imprisonment; but as he 
was not in Franco, the penalty 
could not be enforced. From 
1878 to 1881 lie was Governor of 
the territory of Arizona. He 
is now practising law in Now 
York. 

FRENCH, The Right Rev. Thomas 
Valpy, D.D., Bishop of Lahore, 
born about 1825, was educated at 
University College, Oxford, where 
he graduated B.A. as a first-class in 
classics (181(3), and was elected to 
a Fellowship. He was Principal 
of the Church Missionary Divinity 
School at Lahore, in the Punjab, 
1850-71; Vicar of St, Paul’s, 
Cheltenham, 18G5-G9; Vicar of 
Frith, 1874-76; and Rector of 
St. Ebbo, Oxford, 1876-77. On 
tho creation of the bishopric of 
Lahore ho was appointed by the 
Crown to he first occupant of that 
see and was consecrated thereto 
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in Westminster Abbey, Doc, 21, 

1877. 

FRENCH, Ex-Empress of the.

„ FREPJPEL, Monseigneur Charles 
Emilo, Bishop of Angers, was born 
at Obomai (Baa Rhiu), Juno 3, 
1827, and after being admitted to 
holy orders was appointed Pro¬ 
fessor of Sacred Eloquence in the 
theological faculty at Paris, where 
he soon became noted as a teacher, 
writer, and preacher. He was for 
some years an honorary canon of 
Notre Dame; preached the Lent 
" conferences ” in the chapel of 
the Tuilcries in 18G2; was ap- 
ointed Dean of tho Church of 
t. Genevieve in 1SG7 j and was 
summoned to Rome in Aug. 18G9 
to assist in making the preliminary 
arrangements for the Vatican Coun¬ 
cil. By an Imperial decroo dated 
Dec. 27 in that year he was ap¬ 
pointed Bishop of Angora, and ho 
was prcconisod in tho consistory of 
March 21 following,and consecrated 
at Romo, March 18,1870. Ho was 
returned ns Deputy for Brest, in 
the Legitimist interest, at the 
general election of Aug, 18S1 and 
again in 1885, Monseigneur 
Freppcl, who is decorated with the 
Legion of Honour, has published—

FRERE-ORBAN, Hubert Joseph 
■Whither, a Belgian statesman, 
horn at Li&ge, April 22, 1812, was 
called to the bar of liis native city, 
and soon acquired a high reputa¬ 
tion among the Liberal party there, 
who returned him to the Belgian 
Chamber as their representative in 
1847. He was Finance Minister in 
that year, and again from 1848 to 
1852, being in the interval between 
the two administrations Minister 
of Public Works. He again boctuno 
Finance Minister in 1801, was soon 
afterwards appointed President of 
the Council, and once more received 
tlio portfolio of Finance when the 
new Government was formed in 
Jan. 1868. T2i<? principal event of 

his administration was the quarrel 
between Belgium and France as to 
tho law relating to the Belgian 
railways and the transfer to a 
French company of the manage¬ 
ment of the Luxemburg lines. The 
difference was amicably settled in 
1869. M. Fr&re-Orban resigned his 
portfolio in 1870, when the Catholio 
Ministry came into office. When 
the Liberals again came into power 
in June, 1878, ho was appointed 
head of the Cabinet with the port¬ 
folio of Foreign Affairs, but was 
displaced after the General Elec¬ 
tions of 1884, when a Catholic 
majority was returned. The Em¬ 
peror of Austria conferred on him, 
in May, 1881, the Grand Cross of 
the Order of St. Stephen. 

FREYCINET, Charles Louis de 
Sauloes de, French senator and 
engineer, was born at Foix,Nov. 14, 
1828. He received Ms professional 
training in the Polytechnic School, 
was fourth in the examination for 
tho Corps des Mines in 1848, and 
was employed by the Government 
in the same year on several import¬ 
ant public works. Appointed engi¬ 
neer of the mines at Mont-de- 


Mursan, he was, in the regular 
courso of promotion, transferred to 
Chartres in 1851, and to Bordeaux 
in 1855. In the latter year the 
Company of the Kail ways of tho 
South appointed M. de Frey cine t 
as their principal engineer. During 
the five years of his tenure of this 
important post, ho gave to tho 
ff Compugnic du Midi” a typical 
organisation which the other French 
mihvay companies did not fail to 
imitate. M. de Freyeinet was next 
employed by tho Government in 
various scientific or industrial mis¬ 
sions in Franco and in foreign 
countries. In 1864 he Avas nomi¬ 
nated ordinary enginoor of tho fir.st 
class, and ho was likewise a member 
of tho Con soil General of the depart¬ 
ment of Tam-ct-Gnronnc, when tho 
war of 1870 broke out. After the 
revolution of Sept. 4-, lie was ap¬ 
pointed Prefect of Tam- et-ihironue. 
On tho XOtli of Oet. following T\1. 
Gambottahaving taken possesion, 
in the jirovinces, of tho office of 
Minister of War, chose M. de Fioy- 
ciuet as Mb delegate, and entrusted 
him with tho supreme control of 
that department. On the conclu¬ 
sion of peace M. do Freyeinet re¬ 
tired for a time from public life. 
Ho was elected a Senator by the 
department of the Seine, Jnn. GO, 
1870, being placed first on the list 
of successful candidates ; his toi m 
of office expired in 1882. When 
the Dufaure Ministry was formed 
in Deo. 1877, ho accepted the port¬ 
folio of Publio Works. On May 8, 
1878, he was elected a member of 
tho Academy of Sciences as suc¬ 
cessor to M. do Bussy. His former 
studios on water sxipply, sewugo, 
and engineering won for him this 
distinction. M. do Froycinet con¬ 
tinued in his office of Minister of 
Public Works in the Cabinet pre¬ 
sided over by M. Waddington (Feb. 
4,1879), after M, Grcvy bad suc¬ 
ceeded Marshal MacMahon as Presi¬ 
dent of the Republic. At tho close 
of that year (Deo. 27), ho was ap¬ 
pointed President of the Council in 
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place of M. Wacldington, and lie 
took the portfolio of Foreign Affairs. 
Ho resigned Bopt. 10, 1880, in con¬ 
sequence of the difficulties relative 
to the execution of the decrees 
against the unauthorized religious 
Orders; and M. Jules Ferry was 
then entrusted with the formation 
of a new Cabinet. In Jan. 1882, 
M, Gaiubetta J s Ministry was over¬ 
thrown on the Scrutin de Liate 
proposal, by a majority in the 
Chamber of 305 to 110. M, de 
Freyciuet was then recalled to 
power, and again held, with the 
Presidency of tho Council, the 
portfolio of Foreign Affairs. His 
proposals for safeguarding tho Suez 
Canal were rejected by a majority 
of 416 to 75 (J uly 29). The Ministry 
at once resigned, and, as the Cham¬ 
ber had declared in the plainest 
possible terms against intervention 
in Bgypt, France become a passive 
spectator of England's action. 
After M. de Freycinei's resignation. 
President Gravy, after many diffi¬ 
culties, succeeded in forming a 
"Ministry of Affairs" under M. 
Duclerc. Then followed the second 
Government of M. Ferry, who in 
his turn was succeeded by M. 
Brisson j and he, after a short and 
feeble tenure of office, gave plaoe 
to M. do Freycinot, who took the 
Presidency of tho Council and tho 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs. He 
wont out of office in Deo. 1886, 
and was succeeded by M. Goblet. 
It is generally believed that he will 
soon become President in the room 
of M. Gr<Svy. M, de Frcycinet is 
the author of " Traifce de Mecanique

FREY TAG, Gustav, German 
author, born at Krouzbnrg, in 
Prussian Silesia, July 13, 1816, 


was educated at the College of Oela, 
and the universities of Breslau and 
Berlin, obtaining the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy in 1838. In 
1817 he married, gave up his 
academical appointment and went 
to _ Dresden, and afterwards to 
Leipzig, whore, in conjunction with 
Julian Schmidt, he established a 
journal called The Messenger of the 
Frontier (" Grcnzbotcn "), of which 
he became the principal editor. 
Previously to this he had made 
his first essay as an author by 
publishing a volume of poems en¬ 
titled rf In Breslau/' 1815, whioh 
was followed by " Die Brautfakrt, 
oder Kuntz von dor Kosen/' an 
historical comedy, 1815 j two 
dramas, "Valentine," 1817, and 
" Count Waldomar/' 1848 j " The 
Journalists/' a comedy, 3854j 
"The Scholar/' a tragedy, printed 
in Euge’s " Poetische Bilder;" and 
"Eine arme Schneidorseolo/' a 
comedy. His novel, entitled, " Soli 
und Haben/' the Gth odition of 
which was published in 1856, at 
once obtained for him a prominent 
position among German writers of 
fiction. His more recent works are 
" Neue Bilder aus dem Lebon des 
Deutschen Volkes/' 8 vo, Leipzig, 
1862, and "Die Verlorene Hauu- 
sohrift," 8 vo, Leipzig, 18G4 j " Die 
Ahnen/' a series of stories illus¬ 
trating German history from the 
earliest times j " Die Technik des 
Dramas/' the "Life of Karl 
Mathy," "Doctor Luther," 1883, 
Some of these works have been 
translated into English by Mrs, 
Malcolm. Most of Herr Freytag's 
dramatic compositions were printed 
in a collected form at Leipzig in 
3 vols,, 1848-50. In consequence of 
differences with the publisher of tho 
Gremboten, Herr Freybag retired 
in 1870 from the editorial chair of 
that journal, which he had occu¬ 
pied for twenty-three years, and 
became tho conductor of a new 
wecltly journal published at 
Leipzig. .. 

FRIEDLANDER, Dr, Michael, was 
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born on tlxo 29tli of April, 1833, at 
Iutroachin, a small town in Prussia, 
district ol' Posen, where he rein ained 
during his childhood and youth. 
Ho left the place, after the great 
events of 1818, in 1851, to continue 
his studies in the capital of Prus¬ 
sia. He first studied under Boller- 
mann, until 1850, when ho finished 
liis training, and was inatricuhdod 
a student at tho Berlin University. 
He there attended tho lectures of 
Professors Treudlonhurg, Bolkse, 
Hengstenherg, Benary, Ac., and 
also studied Hebrew theology 
under the Babbis I. Oottingei and 
E. Eoseu&tcin. Ur. Friedlundor 
graduated at Halle in 1802, his 
dissertation being * f Do Persarum 
Begibus votcribus.” Ho subse¬ 
quently followed a summons to 
Berlin to liccome tho Director of 
the Institute for tho teaching of 
the Talmud of the Talmud Asso- 
' elation of that city. In 1805 he 
left Berlin to bocomc Principal of 
tho Jews 1 College, a post he still 
holds. Dr. Eriedltindcr is a mem¬ 
ber of the Committee of the Society 
of Hebrew Literature.

Annotated ” (1881) ; " The Jewish 
Family Bible, containing the Pen¬ 
tateuch, the Prophets, and tho 
Hagiographa, Hebrew and Eng¬ 
lish ° 

EEITH, William Powell, E.A., 


bom in 1819, at Studloy, near 
liipon, lost his father while young. 
In 1835 ho ontered the Art Aca¬ 
demy, conducted by Mr. Susa, 
where he continued lor throe 
years, studying drawing and com¬ 
position j in 1839 ho exhibited, at 
the British Institution, a portrait 
of one of tho ohildron of his pre¬ 
ceptor. This was followed iu 1810 
by " Othello anti Desdemona,” a 
picture which was favourably 
noticed at the time by the literary 
reviews and journals, and (r Mal- 
volio before the Counters Olivia/’ 
exhibited at the Academy the same 
year ; and in 1841 by his " Parting 
Interview between Leicester and 
Amy Eobsart.” In 18 J2 ho exhi¬ 
bited at tho British Institution a 
sketch from Sturne’s"Sentimental 
Journey,” and contributed to the 
Exhibition a scene from tho" Vicar 
of Wakefield,” representing Olivia 
and the Squire trying to ascertain 
which was the taller. This iho- 
fcure, a general favourite, was 
purchased oil the first day after 
the opening of the Exhibition. 
Throe years lator ho contributed 
the well-known picture of the 
"Village Pastor,” which was tho 
means of placing him ou the roll 
of Associates of the Eoyal Aca¬ 
demy. After becoming A.E.A., 
Mr. Frith almost entirely discon¬ 
tinued his contributions to tbe 
British Institution, except in L852, 
when lie sent a small female por¬ 
trait, entitled "Wicked Eyes.” \ti 
18J7 he produced his large jnoturo 
of "English Merrymaking a Hun¬ 
dred Years Ago.” His picture of 
1849, entitlud "Coining of Age/* 
was in the samo vein, and was a 
great popular success. Mr. Frith 
continued to exhibit, aud in 1852 
he was elected It. A. A number of 
Shakespearean and other pictures 
followed, and in 1854 his " Life at 
the Sea-side” was bought by the 
Queen. The famous picture “ Tho 
Derby Day” (now in tlio National 
Gallery) was oxhibited at tho Aca¬ 
demy in 1838. The interest excitod 
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"by this picture was bo great that 
it was found necessary to protect 
it by a barrier from the pressure 
of the crowds wlio daily thronged 
to see it. For the next four years 
Mr. Frith did not exhibit much, 
being occupied in painting the 
largo picture of the “ Bailway 
Station/* purchased by tho late 
Mr. Flatou, and exhibited in 1SG2 
at a gallery in the Haymarket. 
He exhibited at the Academy in 
1865, “The Marriage of their Koyal 
Highnesses the Prince of Wales 
and the Princess Alexandra of 
Denmark, in St. George's Chapel, 
Windsor, March 10,1803 ** (painted 
for tho Queen) j and in 1868, “ Be¬ 
fore Dinner at Boswell's lodgings 
in Bond Street, 1709/* which work 
was sold in 1875 for J31,667, which, 
up to that date, was the highest 
prico over given at auction for any 
picture during the artist's lifetime. 
Since that time Mr. Frith has con¬ 
stantly exhibited both illustrations 
of literature and pictures after the 
manner of his old successes, “ The 
Bailway Station/ 1 Ac. Of these, 
“Tho Private View of the Royal 
Academy" (1881) has boon tho 
most ambitious. His Hogarthian 
series,“The Boadto Ruin" (1878), 
is also well known. Mr. Frith is a 
member of the Academies of 
Vienna, Belgium, and Sweden. 

FEOST, Thomas, born in 1821, at 
Croydon, was formerly in business 
there as a printer, but retired in 
1818, and adopted the literary pro¬ 
fession. He participated actively 
in the Chartist agitation, and was 
one of tho delegates to the Reform 
Conference at St. Martin's Hall in 
1852, He was a contributor to Cham¬ 
bers's “Papers for the People/* 
aud iu 1851 editor of the Magazine 
of Art, Ho was a leader-writer for 
the Birmingham Journal for several 
years from 1855, and subsequently 
for tho Liverpool Albion and the 
Shrewsbury Chroniclo } down to 1872. 
Ho was editor in that and the pre¬ 
ceding year of the Gentleman’s 
Journal. Mr. Frost is the author

He stu died theology at 
the Cambridge Divinity School, and 
in 1847 was ordained, and settled 
as pastor over a Unitarian church 
in Salem, Massachusetts. In 1855 
lie removed to Jersey City in New 
Jersey. In 1859 he went to New 
York, where he wus the minister 
of an independent leligious society 
until 1879, when he dissolved his 
society and went to Europe. On 
his return, iu 1881, ho formally 
withdrew from any specific church 
connection, and has since devoted 
himself exclusively to literary work.

FRY, The Hon. Sir Edward, 
second son of the late Mr. Joseph 
Pry, of Bristol, by Mary Anne, 
daughter of the late Mr. Edward 
Swaino, of Reading, was born at 
Bristol, Nov. 4,1827, and educated 
at the College, Bristol, and at 
University College, London, of 
which he is a Pellow and the Vice- 
President. He graduated B.A. at’ 
the University of London in 1851, 
taking honours in classics and 
animal physiology. In 1883 he 
was appointed by the Crown a 
Member of the Senate of tho 
University of London. He was 
called to the bar at Lincoln's Inn 
in 1834; in 18G9 he received a silk 
gown; and in April, 1877, he was 
appointed a Judge of the High 
Court of Justice. On the latter 
occasion he received the honour of 
knighthood. In April, 1883, he 
was appointed by Mr. Gladstone to 
the vacant Lord Justiceship of 
Appeal, caused by the elevation of 
Lord Justice Brett ob tho Master 
of the Rolls. He is a Benchor of 
Lincoln's Inn, and has been an 
Examiner in Law to tho University 
of London and the Council of Legal 
Education.

PURNISS, Harry, was bom March, 
1831, at Wexford, Ireland, of 
English parents. His father was 
an engineer, his mother, the 
daughter of the well-known Now- 
castle-on-Tyne author, publisher, 
and politician, Eneas Mackenzie, 
the founder of tho Joseph Cowen 
political school of that place. He 
was educated in Dublin, and began 
drawing for periodicals and maga¬ 
zines at a very early age j he came 
to London at the age of 19, and 
has over since been constantly en¬ 
gaged in illustrating. Por many 
years he was a regular contributor 
to the Illustrated London News, 
mostly depicting the lighter side 
of every-day life, but occasionally 
noting as a serious rf special" for 
that paper. In the latter capacity 
lie made a sketching tour of the 
distressed parts of England in tho 
winter of 1878, and has followed 
political campaigns through tho 
country, &c. His first chawing in 
Punch appeared in 1880, and he 
joined the regular staff four years 
after ; at this time his Punch Parlia¬ 
mentary Views were collected and 
published in an Edition dc luxe.

FURNIVALL, Frederick James, 
M.A., Fh.D,, bom Feb. 4, 1823, at 
Egham, in Surrey, received his 
education at private schools at 
Englefield Green, Tumham Green, 
and Han well, at University Col¬ 
lege, London (1811-2) and Trinity 
Hall, Cambridge, B.A. 1810, M.A. 
IS 19. He has devoted his life 
mainly to the study of Early and 
Middle English Literature, and 
has established numerous societies 
for promoting the study of special 
works, such as the Early English 
Text Society, the Chaucer Society, 
the Wyclif Society, the Browning 
Society, and in 1881, the Shelluy 
Society. Through Ins societies 
Hr. Fnrnivall has raised and ex¬ 
pended over £2,000 in printing 
early MSS. and rare books. He 
has also taken a great interest in 
the Working Men’s College, and 
lectured there for many years, 
besides encouraging the Volunteer 
Corps and the Boat Club. Dr. Fur- 
nivall has edited a large number of 
early English and other works, 
amongst which may be mentioned 
Walter Map’s rf Queste del Saint 
Graal/’ " Percy’s Folio MS. of Bal¬

FTJSTEIi DE C0ULANGES, Numa 
Denis, a French historian, was 
bom at Paris, March 18, 1830. He 


entered the Ecolo Normale in 1830, 
and oil leaving was appointed Pro¬ 
fessor of Rhetoric at the Lycce of 
Amiens. In 1858 he took the 
degree of Doctor. Appointed 
Assistant Professor of History in 
L859 at tho Lyeoe St. Louis, ho whs 
called in 1861 to tho Chair of His¬ 
tory at tho Faculty of Letters at 
Strasbourg. His works ineludo 
"M6moire eur Pile do Ohio,” 1857 j

GADE, Niels Wilhelm, a Danish 
composor,bot*u at Copcnhngon, Fob. 
22, 1817, became first violinist in 
the Chapel Koyal at Copenhagen. 
In 18II ho won the prizo offered by 
the Copenhagen Musical Associa¬ 
tion, by his first great composition, 
tf Nachkliingo von Ossian.” Sup¬ 
ported by the king he proceeded, in 
1813, to Loipzig, there to complete 
his musical education. Having ill 
184 L mado a tour into Italy, he re¬ 
turned to Leipzig in order to under¬ 
take, in the absence and in the place 
of Mendelssohn, tho direction of tho 
Gewandliaus concerts. In 1818 lie 
settled down in Copenhagen, whom 
he became Organist, Director of 
Music, and Master of tho Chapel 
Royal. ELc was elected one of the 
foreign members of tho Berlin 
Academy ol‘ Arts in 1871 $ in 1878, 
the Danish Folkothing voted life 
pensions of 3,000 crowns to two 
musical composers, one of whom is 
Niels Gade. He was elected a Cor¬ 
responding Member of the French 
Institute, Nov. 16, 1878. Besides 
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liis prize compositions he lias also 
written five symphonies, a quin¬ 
tette and an octette, several pieces 
for tlie voice with, orchestra, as 
the "Erl King’s Daughter/' and 
" Springtide Phantasy,” and many 
smaller compositions. 

GAILLARD, Claude Ferdinand, a 
French painter and engraver, was 
horn at Paxis, Jan. 7, 1831. He 
was a pupil of Leon Cogniet, and 
studied painting and engraving at 
the Ecole des Beaux-Arts. In 
1850 ho gained the Prix de Home, 
and since liis return to France has 
been a constant exhibitor at the 
Salon. Among his pictures are 
" 1/Education d’Acliillo ” 18G3 ; 
" Saint Sobastien,” 187G ; " Le 
Christ au Tombeau,” 1877, besides 
several portraits, and some copies 
of old Masters. As an engravor 
he has followed closely Dupont and 
Desuoyers, but has used even more 
delicate linos than these. His 
principal engraved portraits arc 
OhiiLoauhriandj Mgr. Bouviur, the 
Comte do Chambord, Mgr. Me- 
rodo. Two of his finest plates— 
" Saint Scbastien,” and tho " Tdto 
do Giro ”—arc from originals in the 
VVicar Museum at Lillo ; and these, 
with his engraving of one of Botti- 
colli’s "Holy Families” and of the 
"Homme it V <E diet ” of Van Eyck, 
rank among the masterpieces of 
modern engraving. M. Gaillard 
has gained throe medals for on- 
graving and one for painting, and 
was docomted with the Legion of 
Honour in 187G. 

GAIRDKER, James, son of the late 
John Gairdner, M.D., F.R.C.S.E., 
was horn at Edinburgh, March 22, 

] 828, and was educated there. 
In 1815, when he was 17, his 
father intended liirn for a busi¬ 
ness life in Glasgow, hut it did not 
suit his taste, and after three 
months’ trial he returned to Edin¬ 
burgh and heard lectures for a year 
at college, In 18IG his father was i 
able to obtain for him an appoint -1 
rnent in tho Public Record Office, 
and in 1859 he became Assistant j 


Keeper of the Public Records. 
Mr. Gairdnor has edited " Memo¬ 
rials of Henry VII.” (in "Rolls 
Series ”),1858; "Lettersand Papers 
illustrative of the Reigns of Richard 
III. and Henry VII.” (in tho sumo 
series), 2 vols., 18G1-3 ; "Historical 
Collections of a London Citizen” 
(for the Camden Society), 1876; 
and " Three Fifteenth Century 
Chronicles,” 1880. He lias also 
edited four volumes (vols. v. to 
ix., 1880-6) of the "Letters and 
Papers of Henry VIII" (one of the 
Calendars of State Papers pul dished 
under the direction of the Master 
of the Rolls), a work begun by 
the late Professor Brewer, and 
still in progress. He edited in Mr. 
Arber’s Series a new edition of the 
Paston Letters (3 >ols„ 1872-5); and 
he is the author of "Tho Houses of 
Lancaster and York” (1874) in 
Messi's. Longman’s " Epochs ” 
Series; " Life and Reign of Richard 
III.” (1878) ; and of the volume 
" England ” in the Christian Know¬ 
ledge Society’s series, entitled 
"Early Chroniclors of Europe,” 
1879. He edited also, in 1881, 
" Studies in English History,” con¬ 
sisting of essays by himself and 
the late Mr. Spedding, republished 
from different periodicals. 

GALE, James, Ph.D., F.G.S., an 
inventor, born at Crabtree, near Ply¬ 
mouth, Devonshire, in July, 1833, 
was educated at Tavistock. 'While 
still a youth he was afflicted with 
the total loss of sight, but was able 
to become for a time a partner in a 
manufacturing business, and subse¬ 
quently practised as a medical elec- 
trician at Plymouth, In 1805 he 
announced that he had discovered 
" a means of rendering gunpowder 
non-explosive and explosive at will, 
the procoss for effecting the same 
boing simple, effectual, and cheap, 
the quality and bulk of the gun¬ 
powder remaining uninjured,” 
Arrangements were made for a 
trial of the process at the Govern¬ 
ment House, Mount 'Wise, Ply¬ 
mouth, June 27, 1865, and the 
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experiments, carried, on in the 
presence of a number of military 
and naval officers, were attended 
with the most satisfactory results. 
Tlie invention consists of mixing 
powdered glass with the gunpowdor, 
which is thereby rendered unexplo¬ 
sive. The glass can, T>y a single 
process, bo again separated from 
tlie gunpowder, which, of course, 
then resumes its explosive character. 
Mr. Gale is likewise the inventor 
of the ammunition slide-gun, the 
fog-shell, tho balloon-shell, &c. 
He was elected a Fellow of the 
Chemical Society in 1800 3 a Fellow 
of tho .Royal Geological Society tho 
same year j and received tho degree 
of Doctor of Philosophy from the 
University of Rostock in 18G7. 

GALL AIT, Louis, historical pain¬ 
ter, born at Touniay (Belgium), 
in 1810, studied at Antwerp and 
Paris, first exhibited at Brussels, 
and produced, in 1833, his picture 
of “Tasso in his Cell visited by 
Montaigne,” which was a brilliant 
success, and at once established his 
imputation. His pictures, which 
are generally on a large scale, repre¬ 
sent subjects from tho history of 
the Low Oountrios. “ The Last Mo¬ 
ments of Egmont,” painted in 1853, 
“The Abdication oE Charles V ,/* 
and "The Last Honours paid to 
Egmont and Horn,” were among 
the chief attractions in the Foreign 
Gallery in the International Exhi¬ 
bition of 18G2. This artist, who 
resided at Brussels, was, in July, 
IS 02 , entertained at a public dinner 
given to him by the amateurs and 
artists of Great Britain. He is a 
member of the Royal Aoademy of 
Belgium; obtained a modal in 
France in 1835, anil the decoration 
in Juno, 1811. M. Gallait was 
elected an honorary member of tho 
Royal Academy of London, Doc. 15, 
18G9; and tho Paris Academy of 
Fine Arts olectod him, Jan. 20 ,1870, 
to tho position of Foreign Associate, 
vacant by tho death of tho German 
painter Overbook. 

GALLENGA, Antonio Carlo 


Napoleone, was born at Parma, 
but of an old Piedmontese family, 
Nov. - 1 , 1810, and educated at 
the University of Parma. Ho loft 
Parma and Italy in consequence of 
the political events of 1831 j lived 
for a few years in Franco, Corsica, 
Malta, Tangiors, Gibraltar; crossed 
over to tho United States in 183G ; 
lived for two years in Boston; camo 
to England in 1839; and became a 
naturalised British subject in 1810. 
He was Charg 6 d J Affaires for Pied¬ 
mont at Frankfort in 1818-9, and a 
member of tlie Piedmonteso and 
Italian Parliament from 1851 to 
1861. Signor Gallonga was con¬ 
nected with tho Times for a long 
period after the yoar 1859. Ho is 
tho author of “Italy, Past and 
Present,” 2 vols., 1811-9 ( 2 nd 
od. with an additional volume, 
1818); "Italy in 1818,” 1851; 
“ The Blackgown Papers,” 2 vols., 
1845; " Scenes from Italian Life,” 
1850; “ Fra Duloino and his 
Times,” 1853 ; “ Castollamontc, 
an Autobiography,” 2 vols., 1851; 
“ Mariotti’s Italian Grammar edited 
by A. Gallenga, Ih’ofessor oHtftliim 
in Univorsity College,” which 
passed through twelve editions 
between 1858 and 1881. All the 
above-mentioned works, with tho 
exception of “ Castellamonte,” 
which was anonymous, wore pub¬ 
lished under the assumed namo of 
L. Mariotti. Signor Gallenga 1ms 
published under liis own name— 
“History of Piedmont,” 3 vols., 
1855-G ; “ Country Life in Pied¬ 
mont,” 1858 ; " The Invasion of 
Denmark,” 2 vols., 18G4 3 “ Tho 
Pearl of the Antilles,” 1873; “ Italy 
Revisited,” 2 vols., 1875; “Two 
Years of the Eastern Question,” 

2 vols., 3877 ; “ Tho Pope and the 
Ring,” 2 vols., 1879 ; “ South 
America,” 18S1; “ A Summer Tour 
in Russia,” 1882; “ Tberian Remi¬ 
niscences,” 2 vols., 1883 ; and “ My 
Second Life,” 1881 Signor Gal¬ 
lenga is also the author of “ Oltre- 
monto ed Oltremaro“ La nostra 
Prima Carovona“ Mnnuole dclP 
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Elettore " A cho ne siamo j” 
and other Italian publications. 

GALLIFET, Gaston Alexandre 
Auguste, Marquis de, a French 
general, bom at Paris, Jan. 23, 
1830, joined the army in April, 1818, 
and became colonel in Dec. 1867. 
He commanded the 3rd Regimont 
of Chasseurs d J Afrique, took part 
with the Army of the Rhine, 
during the Franco-German War, 
and was promoted to the rank of 
General of Brigade, Aug. 30, 1870. 
During the second siege of Paris, 
he comnaandod a brigade of the 
Army of Versailles, and was un- 
onviably distinguished for his 
frightful severity to tho Commu¬ 
nard prisoners. In 1872, he was 
sent into Africa, and placed at the 
head of the subdivision of Batnn, 
and had a considerable share in 
tho pacification of the unsubdued 
tribes. He took charge of the 
expedition on El-Goliah, which 
presented numerous difficulties for 
the transport of troops ; but he 
overcame all obstacles, and exe¬ 
cuted a rapid march through a 
deBert country and severely pun¬ 
ished the revolted tribes (Dec. 
1872—March, 1873). On tho g ono- 
ral re-organisation of the army, 
tho Marquis de Gallifet (who had 
become very intimate with M. 
Gambetta), was named to tho com¬ 
mand of tho 3rd Brigade of In¬ 
fantry of the 8th Army Corps, and 
of the subdivision of theDeportment 
of the Cher. Promoted to the rank 
of General of Division, May 3,1875, 
ho obtained the command of the 
1st Division of Cavalry, and in 
February, 1879, that of the 9th 
Regiment. Ho was decorated 
with the Legion of Honour in 
June, 1855, made officer, April, 
1863, and commander, April, 1873. 
Ho ranks very high as a cavalry 
officer. 

GAL I) Sir Alexander Tilloch, 
G.C.M.G., son of John Galt, the 
author, by Elizabeth, daughter of 
Dr. Tilloch, was born at Chelsea, 
Sept. 6, 1817, and eduoated in this 


country and in Canada. He was 
in the service of the British and 
American Land Company from 
1833 to 1SISG, and Commissioner 
ancl Manager of their entire estates 
from 1S44 to 1856. JSe was first 
elected to the Canadian Parliament 
in 1849. The Governor-General, Sir 
E. W. Head, requested him to form 
an Administration in Aug. 1858. 
This task he declined, though ho 
joined Mr, Cartiers Administration 
as Finance Minister, and hold that 
office until tho Ministry was de¬ 
feated on the Militia Bill, in May, 
18C2. Sir Alexander Galt resumed 
his post as Finance Minister in 
March, 1864, and retired in Ang. 
1806, when the Cabinet failed to 
carry a moasuro securing certain 
educational privileges to the Pro¬ 
testant minority of Lower Canada,in 
view of the greatly increased power 
obtained by the French and Roman 
Catholic majority under Confedera¬ 
tion, Mr. Galt felt, as tho repre¬ 
sentative in the Government of tlio 
Protestants of Lower Canada, that 
he could best serve their interests 
by retiring. The result appears to 
havo justified his view. He was 
appointed one of tho Delegates for 
Lower Canada, to confer with the 
Imperial Government on tho subject 
of Confederation, and in that capa¬ 
city, although not a member of tho 
Canadian Government, he secured 
protection for his co-religionists. 
On the Confederation being effected 
ho was appointed Minister of 
Finance in the new Dominion 
Government, and he held that office 
from July 1 till Nov. 4,1867, when 
for private reasons he resigned. 
Sir Alexander Galt is regarded as 
the ablest financier in the colonies, 
and has taken a prominent part in 
all the measures adopted to unite 
and consolidate British America, 
He was created a Knight Comman¬ 
der of the Order of SS. Michael and 
George in 1809, for liis long official 
colonial services. In July, 1875, 
he was appointed a Commissioner 
on behalf of Great Britain under 
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tlie Treaty of Washington of May* 
1873, and moro recently ho acted 
as a member of the Halifax 
Fisheries Commission. He was 
nominated a G.C.M.G., May 55, 
1878. Sir Alexander was appointed 
High Commissioner for Canada in 
England in April, 1380, and was 
the Delegate for Canada, at the 
International Monetary Conference 
nt Paris in 1883. 4 He was ft mem¬ 
ber of the Executive and General 
Committees of the great Inter¬ 
national Fisheries Exhibition of 
1833. In 1883 he resignod the 
High Commiasionership, and re¬ 
turned to Canada. 

GALTON, Franoia, F.R.S., third 
and youngest son of S. T. Galton, 
of Duddeston, near Birmingham, 
grandson of Dr. Erasmus Darwin, 
author of “ Zoonomia/’ and cousin 
of Charles Darwin tbc naturalist, 
was horn in 1825 and oducated at 
King Edward’s School, Birming¬ 
ham, wliich he left to sfcudymedicino, 
first at the Birmingham Hospital, 
and subsequently at King’s College, 
London. He graduated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, in 1811, tra¬ 
velled, in 181G, in North Africa and 
on the White Nile, then rarely 
visited, and in 1850, accompanied 
by Mi*. Anderson, made an ex¬ 
ploration of the then unknown 
Damara and Ovampo lands in 
South Africa, starting from Wal- 
fisch Bay. For this journey, of 
which lie published an account— 
ri Narrative of an Explorer in 
Tropical South Africa/' 1833— 
he received the gold medal of 
the .Royal Geographical Society, 
in whose proceedings he has sinco 
taken an active sharo. Mr. Galton 
is author of tho ff Art of Travel, or 
Shifts and Contrivances in Wild 
Countries,” a work which wont 
through five editions between 1833 
and 1872 $ also of rr Meteorogm- 
phioa/ 4 1863, the first attempt to 
chart the progress of the elements 
of the weather, on a large scale, 
and through which the existence 
and theory of anti-cyclones was 


first established by him, IIo wiis 
appointed, on behalf of tho Royal 
Society, a member of a committee 
of the Board of Trade, wliich exa¬ 
mined, after the (loath of Admiral 
Fitzroy, into the past and future 
duties and administration of tho 
Meteorological Office ; and ho is 
now one of tho council to whoso 
hands the Parliamentary grant for 
the maintenance of that office is 
entrusted. In later years lie has 
published tho following works, 
bearing, more or less clirootly, oil 
HorcdityandonEacuitios:—•’Here¬ 
ditary Genius, its Laws and Con¬ 
sequences/ 4 I860 5 lf English Men 
of Science: their Nature and Nur¬ 
ture/’ 1871 j “Inquiriesinto Human 
Faculty and its Development,” 1883; 
also several momoirs on allied 
topics, including (< Experiments in 
Pangenosis, by breeding from rab¬ 
bits of a pure variety, into who*o 
circulation blood taken from other 
varieties had previously boon 
largely transfused/ 4 (Proo. Royal 
Soc., 1871). lie waa general secre¬ 
tary of the British Association from 
18G3 to 1808, prosidont of its Geo¬ 
graphical section in 1802 and in 
1872, and of tho Anthropological 
sections in 1877 and 1883 5 lie is 
President of the Anthropological 
Institute, and has boon Vice-presi¬ 
dent of the Roynl and the Royal 
Geographical Societies. 

GARDINER, Samuel Rawson, 
was horn March 1, 3829, at Itoploy, 
Hants, and oducated at Winchester 
and at Christchurch, Oxford, lie 
became an Honorary Student of 
Christchurch and (quito recently) 
Fellow of All Souls’; and for homo 
time hold the Professorship of Mo¬ 
dern History at King’s College, Lon¬ 
don. Tho honorary degree of LL, / >. 
was conferred upon him by tho Uni¬ 
versity of Edinburgh. Mr. Gardner 
has written " The History of Eng¬ 
land from tlio Accession of James 
I, to tho Disgraoe of Chi of-Justice 
Coke/ 4 18G3 j " Princo Charles and 
tho Spanish Marriage/’ J 809j ,f Eng¬ 
land under the Duke of Bucking- 
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ham and Charles I.,” 1875; “The 
Personal Government of Charles 
I.,” 1877; " The Pall of the 
Monarchy of Charles I./’ vols. i. 
nnd ii., all of which were repub¬ 
lished in 1883- L as it collected his¬ 
tory of England, 1003-1012; “In¬ 
troduction to the Study of English 
History/’ conjointly with Mr, 3. 
Bass Mulling or, 1881; " l'he First 
'Two Stuarts ancl Iho Puritan Revo¬ 
lution," 1875 j and "The Thirty 
Years’ War," 1874. On Aug. 16*, 
1882, a Civil List pension of *2160 
was granted to him " in recognition 
of his valuable contributions to the 
History of England." His latest 
work is "History of the Great 
Civil War," vol, i, 188G. 

GARLAND, Augustus H., Attor¬ 
ney-General of tlio United States, 
was born at Covington, Ken¬ 
tucky, June 11, 1832, His parents 
removed to Arkansas when he was 
a year old, and that State has since 
been his home. He began the 
practice of law in 1853, ancl had 
attained considerable prominence 
by the time the Civil War began. 
He was an elector on the Bell and 
Everett ticket in the Presidential 
contest of 1800, and though at first 
opposed to secession, became con¬ 
verted to the doctrine, and was a 
member both of the provisional 
and permanent Confederate Con¬ 
gress, serving in tho Lower Houae 
from 1801 to 1801, when he was 
transferred to the Senate. On the 
dissolu fcion of that body bo resumed 
his profession at Little Rook, He 
was eloetcd Governor of Arkansas 
in 1874, and in 1877 entered the 
United States Senate, where he 
remained until ho became a mem¬ 
ber of President Cleveland’s Cabi¬ 
net as Attorney-General in March, 
1886. 

GARNETT, Richard, LL.D,,sonof 
the bile Rev.Richard Garnett, of the 
British Museum, was bom at Lich¬ 
field, Feb, 27, 1835, and educated 
privately. Ho was appointed Assist¬ 
ant in the Printed Book Depart¬ 
ment of the British Museum in 1851, 


and Assistant-Keeper of Printed 
Books and Superintendent of tho 
Reading-Room in 1873. He retired 
from the latter post in 1881, in 
order to devote more attention to 
the printing of tho Museum cata¬ 
logue. In April, 1883, the hono¬ 
rary degree of LL.D. was conferred 
upon him by the University of 
Edinburgh. Mr, Garnett is the 
author of "Io in Egypt, and othor 
Poems," 1859 ; " Poems from the 
German," 18G2 ; " Idylls and Epi¬ 
grams, chiefly from tho Greek 
Anthology," 1869. He has edited 
his father’s " Philological Essays," 
1859 j "Relics of Shelley," a col¬ 
lection of poetical fragments dis¬ 
covered by himself among the 
poet’s MSS., 1802 ; seloctions from 
Shelley’s pooms and liis letters, in 
1880 and 1882, and Do Quince/s 
I "English Opium Eater,"in 1883. 
Ho has contributed extensively to 
periodical literature, and written 
several articles in the Bncyclopccdia 
Britannica tmdDicUonary of National 
Biography. Mr. Garnett has taken 
mi active part in the numerous im¬ 
provements effocted of lato ye«n's in 
tho library of the British Museum, 
and lias from tho first superin¬ 
tended the publication of tho 
1 general catalogue of printed books. 

GARNIER, Jean Louis Charles, 
architect, born at Paris, Nov. 0, 
1825, studied sculpture and higli- 
rolicf at tho Eeole Speciale do 
Dossin, obtaining several prizes. 
In 1842 he entered the Ecole des 
Beaux-Arts, and remained there six 
years, studying under MM. Levoil 
and Hippolyte Lebas, and gaining 
the great prize in architecture in 
1848, for bis design for a " Conser¬ 
vatoire pour les arts et m6tiers.” 
Afterwards he travelled in Greece, 
measured in the island of Egiha the 
Temple of Jupiter, a polychromatic 
design for the restoration of which 
ho exhibited at the Salon des Beaux- 
Arts in 1853, and at the Exposition 
Univcrselle of 1855. Returning to 
France in 1854, after a short visit 
to Constantinople, M. Gamier was 
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attached as a sub-inspector to the 
■works at the Tour do Saint-Jacques 
lit Boucherio, under M. Ballu. In 
1856 ho published in the Rovuo 
Arclieologique 3J an explanatory 
paper relative to the Temple of 
Egina. He exhibited various works 
in water-colours, &c., at the salons 
of 1857, 1859, and 18G3, obtained a 
third-class medal in 1857, a first- 
class medal in 1863, and was deco¬ 
rated with the Cross of the Legion 
of Honour, Aug. 9,1864. In 1861 
he took part in the open competition 
for the new Opera-House at Paris *, 
his plans were unanimously adop¬ 
ted by the jury, over which Count 
Walewski presided, and he was 
entrusted with the execution of this 
important work. The Grn nd Opera- 
House, which had boen nearly com¬ 
pleted under Imperial auspices, 
was opened Jan, 5, 1875. There 
was a large concourse of foroign 
visitors present, and many of Lhc 
highest rank j the ex-King of Han¬ 
over, the ex-Queen of Spain, her 
son, the young King Alfonso, and 
the Lord Mayor of London. On 
this occasion M. Gamier was deco¬ 
rated as an Officer of tlio Legion of 
Honour. Ho was appointed Inspec¬ 
tor-General of Civil Constructions, 
Paris, in October, 1877. The new 
theatre at Monaco, designed by 
him, was opened in Jan. 1879. In 
18SC M. Gamier visited London, 
and was presented with the gold 
medal of tho Institute of British 
Architects. 

GARRETT, Elizabeth, M,V. (See 
Anpehsoit.) 

GARTH, Sir Richard, son of the 
late Rev. Richard Garth, of Farn- 
ham, Surrey, born in 1820, was 
educated at Eton and at Christ¬ 
church, Oxford, where he pro¬ 
ceeded to the degree of M.A. He 
was called to the bar at Lincoln’s 
Inn in 1847, and went the Homo 
Circuit. He sat in Parliament for 
a short time (1806-68) in the Con¬ 
servative interest, as one of the 
members for Guildford. In March, 
1875) he was nominated Chief-Jus¬ 


tice of Bengal, and received the 
honour of knighthood. 

GATLING, Richard Jordan, M.D., 
was horn in "North Carolina, Sept. 
12, ISIS. While a boy ho assisted 
his father in perfecting a machine 
for sowing cotton-sccd, and another 
for thinning out cotton plants. 
Subsequently he invented a 
machine for sewing rice. Remov¬ 
ing to St. Louis, in 18-11, he 
adapted this invention to sowing 
wheat in drills. For soveral win¬ 
ters ho attended medical lectures 
in Cincinnati, and in 1819 removed 
to Indianapolis, where ho engaged 
in railroad enterprises and real 
estate speculations. In 1850 lio 
invented a double-acting hemp- 
brake, and in 1857 a steam-plough, 
which, however, he did not bring 
to any practical result, hi 18CU ho 
conceived tho idea of the revolving 
battery gnu which bears his name. 
Of these he constructed six at Cin¬ 
cinnati, which wore destroyed by 
the burning of his factory. After¬ 
wards he had twelve manufactured 
elsewhere, which were used by 
G enernl Butler on the James River. 
In 18G5 ho improved his invention, 
and in the year following, after 
satisfactory trial, it was adopted 
into the United States service. It 
has also been adopted by several 
European governments. In 1879 
he visited England, returning in 
1880. Ho resides at Hartford, 
Connecticut, superintending the 
manufacture of his guns. 

GATTY, The Rev. Alfred, H.P., 
is a member of a Cornish family, 
but was bom iu tho city of London, 
April 18, 1813. Ho waB for five 
years at the noted school. Temple 
Grove, East Sheen, acquiring tho 
rudiments of education j after¬ 
wards both at tho Charterhouse 
and Eton. For a short time ho 
prepared for the legal profession, 
but in April, 1831, he entered at 
Exeter College, Oxford, and whilst 
an undergraduate printed a small 
volume of Poems. At tho begin¬ 
ning of 1886 ho took the degree of 
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B.A., having some time previously 
jjassod the neoessary examinations j 
and in 1837 was ordained by the 
Bishop of Ripon to the curacy of 
Bellerby, in the parish of Spenni- 
thorne, Yorkshire. In 1838 he 
graduated M. A,, and in the follow¬ 
ing your married Margaret, tlio 
younger daughter of the Rev. Dr. 
Scott, host known as having been 
the friend and chaplain of Lord 
Kelson. In the year of his mar¬ 
riage he was presented to tho 
vicarage of Ecclesfiold, near Shef¬ 
field, a very large and arduous 
invrish, where ho has ever since 
resided. Mrs. Gatty, being highly 
accomplished, and with fine literary 
taste, joined her husband in writ¬ 
ing a Life of Dr. Scott in 1842, 
which was quickly out of print. 
They also subsequently edited 
a Life of Dr. Wolff, the mis¬ 
sionary, which passed through two 
editions; and they wrote their 
Tour in Ireland in 1861, under tho 
title of u The Old Polks from 
Home," which had a like success. 
Mrs. Gatty was also assisted by 
her husband, during her long fatal 
illness, in the compilation of her 
last work, " A Book of Sundials." 
Dr. Gatty*s own literary works arc 
a volume of Sermons, I84G; a 
second volume of Sermons, 1848; 
"The Bell its origin, history, and 
uses," second edition, 1848 j " The 
Vicar and Mb Duties," 1853; 
w Twenty Plain Sermons," 1858 ; 
tr The Testimony of David," 1870 } 
a folio edition of Hunter* s “ His¬ 
tory of Hallam9hxre/* to which he 
added about one-third new matter 
(1869) j also " Sheffield: Past and 
Present," 1873 j “ A Life at one 
Living," 1884} and in 1885, a 
third edition of "A Key to In 
Memoriain," annotated by Lord 
Tennyson. In 18G1 he was ap¬ 
pointed a rural dean by Arch¬ 
bishop Longley, who during the 
following year bestowed upon Mm 
the honorary dignity of Sub-dean 
of York Cathedral. On Oct. 4, 
1873, Dr, Gatty had the misfortune 


to lose his amiable and gifted wife, 
after ten years of suffering, during 
which time her intellect never lost 
its strength or clearness. The 
late Mrs. Ewing was their daughter, 
who wrote famous tales for the 
young, including ff Jackanapes,” 
rr Tho Story of a Short Life,” &c. 

GAVAZZI, Alessandro, a "No 
Popery ” lecturer, horn at Bologna 
in 1809, was admitted into minor 
orders in the Church of Rome in 
1826, and was made Professor of 
Rhetoric at Haples, illustrating tho 
theory of the art by his eloquence 
in the pulpits of the chief cities of 
Italy. On the elevation, in 1840, 
of Pius IX. to the papal chair, he 
expressed tlie views he had loug 
entertained on the state of Mb 
country and tho Church with in¬ 
creasing freedom. When the in¬ 
surrection of the Milanese and the 
discomfiture of the Austrians be¬ 
came known in Rome, Gavazzi, who 
was called on by the people to 
speak, proceeded to the Pantheon, 
and pronounced a fervid oration on 
the patriots who had fallen at 
Milan. He took the tricolour cross 
as his standard, and for weeks 
harangued crowds of citizens at 
the Coliseum, on the prospects and 
duty of Italians. Pius IX., who 
was understood to favour those 
attempts to rouse the nation, con¬ 
ferred upon him the office of Chap¬ 
lain-general of the Forces then 
being reorganized by tho levy of 
volunteers and national guards, 
and ho accompanied the Roman 
army to the walls of Vicenza. 
While thus engaged, a reactionary 
spirit came over Pius IX., who 
recalled the Roman legion, and 
Gavazzi, passing into Tuscany, 
mado Florence ring with his ap¬ 
eak, Expelled from the duchy, 
e took refuge in Gonoa, whence he 
was recalled to restore quiet in 
Bologna, tho people in that city 
having broken into open mutiny 
against the papal government. 
Rossi having by tMs time become 
the chief adviser of Pius IX., 
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shortly afterwards ordered the 
arrest of Gavazzi, who was sent off, 
under a strong escort, to tho prison 
at Cornoto. On his way the people 
of Viterbo rose to deliver him, and 
Pixis IX. ordored his release. On 
the Bight of tho Pope after tlxe 
assassination of Rossi, and the 
formation of the republican govern¬ 
ment, Gavazzi, who was re-ap¬ 
pointed Chaplain-general of the 
Forces, organized a committee of 
noble Roman ladies to provide for 
the wounded, and superintended 
tho military hospitals. During the 
armistice concluded with General 
Oudimot, the Romans made a sortie 
under' Garibaldi to repel the king 
of Naples, who had invadod the 
territory of the republic. Gavazzi 
accompanied them, and after the 
defeat of the invader, a&aiBtocl the 
dying aud wounded on both sides. 
Returning to Romo, he occupied 
himself in sustaining the spirit of 
the people until they were over¬ 
whelmed hy the superior forces of 
tho French. At the close of the 
struggle ho left his country, to 
gain a livelihood hy teaching 
Italian, and lecturing against the 
Catholic Church. For about six 
months his lectures in London 
wore attended by crowds, and he 
afterwards visited tho chief towns 
of Scotland, where he was received 
with hearty welcome. In 1851 
Gavazzi published his memoirs in 
English aud Italian, ancl a few 
mouths later his "Orations.” 
From Scotland he ju-oceeded to the 
United States, where ho was not 
so warmly received, and in Canada 
his orations on more than one occa¬ 
sion nearly caused a riot. On his 
return, ho resumed his occupation 
of propagandizing his particular 
views in Italy, in the service of 
the national cause, and was present 
with Garibaldi at Palermo during 
the expedition of 18G0. Since 
then he has several times visited 
England. At present he is residing 
at Rome. 

GAYANOOS Y ARCE, Pasoual 


de, was born at Seville the 21st of 
June, 1800, being* the^ son of 
brigadier-gonernl D. Jose de Gay- 
angos y Nebot. He made 1ub first 
studies at Madrid, and was, at the 
age of 13, sent to France, where at 
Fontlevoy in tho department of 
Loire and Cher, first, and after¬ 
wards at Paris, he completed Mr 
education, having attended for two 
years the lectures of Baron SilveBtro 
de Sacy, the celebrated orientalist. 
After a few years passed in France 
he came to England, marriod, and 
returned to Madrid, where ho 
obtained a post in the Treasury, 
and in 1833 was appointed inter¬ 
preter to the Foreign Office till 
183G, when the political events, 
ancl the Carlist war, made him 
resign his post, and oomo to 
England. In London, where ho 
resided till J843, he dovotod 
his attention to Oriental and 
Spanish literature, and besides 
numerous contributions to reviews, 
magazines, ancl othor jieriodicnl 
issues, ho mado at tho roquosfc of 
the Royal Asiatic Society of Eng¬ 
land, a translation into English 
of the History of the Molmimuedun 
dynasties by Almakkarf (2 void., 
<lto, 1811—3). In March of tho 
same year (1843), he wub invitud 
to return to Spain, und take charge 
of tho professorship of Oriental 
languages recently created at Lho 
University of Madrid, which post 
lie acccptod and filled until 1872. 
Thence ho was promoted, in 1881, 
to the office of Director of Public 
Instruction, but having in the 
same year been elected senator hy 
the town of Huelva, ho was obliged 
to resign, that offieo being incom¬ 
patible with a scat in tho Spanish 
Senate, Sinco then ho has mostly 
resided in London, engaged in 
various publications, such as a 
detailed and classified catalogue 
of the Spanish MSS, in tho British 
Museum, of which threo volumes 
have already been published, as 
well as tho "Calendar of Letters 
and Papers illustrative of the His- 
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tory of England in connection with 
that of Spain, during the reign of 
Henry VIII/* (7 vols., royal 8vo). 
The above works are in English. 
In Spain Seuor Gayiingos has con¬ 
tributed largoly to illustrate tho 
history of his nativo country. 
Beaidos several learned papers on 
the history of Mohammedan Spain,, 
such as “Momoria del Moro 
Haris/* Madrid, 1815, 4to, and 
“ Memorial Historico Espanol/** 
19 vols., small 4to, his contributions 
to various publishing societies,, and 
chiefly to that of Los Bibliofllos, 
have been very numerous. 

GEDEN, \ The Rev. John Dury, 
born at Hastings, May 4, 1822, was 
educated at Kingswood School, near 
Bristol ; entered the Wesleyan 
ministry in 1810; from 1846 to 
1851 was Assistant Tutor in the 
Wesleyan Theological College, 
Richmond, Surrey; and in 1856 
was appointed Professor of Hebi'ew 
and Classics in the Wesleyan Theo¬ 
logical College, Didsbury, near 
Manchester, which office he still 
holds. In 1870 Mr. Geden be¬ 
came a member of the Old Testa¬ 
ment Company for the Revision of 
the Bible. Ho has written "The 
Doctrine of a Future Life as con¬ 
tained in the Old Testament Scrip¬ 
tures,and “ Didsbury Sermons/ 1 

GEIKIE, Archibald, F.R.S., born 
in Edinburgh in 1835, and edu¬ 
cated at the High School and tho 
University, was appointed to the 
Geological Survey in 1855. He is 
a Follow of the Royal Societies 
of London and Edinburgh, of the 
Geological Society of London, &c. j 
is the author of various geological 
memoirs in the Quarterly Journal of 
the Geological Society, in the Trans¬ 
actions of the Royal Society of Edin¬ 
burgh, in “ Memoirs of the Geological 
Survey /* in the Quarterly and North 
British Review, in Nature, &o .; of 
"The Story of a Boulder/* 1858; 
"The Life of Professor Edward 
Forbes** (conjointly with the late 
Dr. George Wilson), 1861; " The 
Phenomena of the Glacial Drift of 


Scotland,* 1 1603 • " The Scenery of 
Scotland viewed in connection with 
its Physical Geology/* 18G5; "A 
Student*s Manual of Geology ** (in 
conjunction with the late J. B. 
Jukes), 1871; and “ Physical Geo¬ 
graphy/ 1 fi Geology/* in the 
“Science Primers/’ 18/3; “Me¬ 
moir of Sir Roderick I. Murchi¬ 
son ; with Notices of lids Scientific 
Contemporaries, and of the Rise 
and Progress of Palcaozoic G oology 
in Britain/* 2 vols., 1871; “Geolo¬ 
gical Map of Scotland/* 1870 $ 
" Class-Book of Physical Geo¬ 
graphy/ 1 1877 ; “ Outlines of 

Field - Geology/* 1879; “Geo¬ 
logical Sketches at Homo and 
Abroad,** 18S2; “A Text-book of 
Geology/* 1882; “a Class-book of 
Geology/* 18SG. Mr. Goikio was 
associated with Sir Roderick Mur¬ 
chison in the Scottish Highlands, 
in tho preparation of a Memoir of 
that district, and of a now Geolo¬ 
gical Map of Scotland, both pub¬ 
lished in 1861. On the extension 
of tho Geological Survey, in 1867, 
he was appointed Director of the 
Survey of Scotland; aud in Dec. 
1870, he was nominated by Sir 
Roderick Murchison as first occu¬ 
pant of the new chair of Geology 
and Mineralogy founded in the 
UniverBity of Edinburgh by Sir 
Roderick and the Crown. The 
University of St. Andrews con¬ 
ferred on him tho degree of LL.D. 
in Fob. 1872; ancl the same degree 
was given to him by the University 
of Edinburgh at its tercentenary 
celebration in April, 1885. On tho 
resignation of Sir Andrew EaniBny 
he was, at the dose of 1881, ap¬ 
pointed Director-General of tho 
Geological Survey of the United 
Kingdom, and Director of the 
Museum of Practical Geology, 
London. 

GELLrfTha Right Rev. Frederick, 
D.D., Bishop of Madras, son of tho 
late Rgv, Philip GeU, of Derby, 
bom in 1821, took his B.A. degree 
at Trinity Collogo, Cambridge, in 
1843, and soon afterwards became 
s n 2 
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Fellow and Tutor of Christ’s 
College- He proceeded to tlie 
degree of M.A. in. 184G. Having 
been cliaplnin to the Bishop of 
London, and one of Her Majesty’s 
preachers at Whitehall, he, in 
1SG1, was consecrated to the see 
of Madras. 

GENOA (LTTKE 0E), Thomas 
Albert Victor do Savoy, only son of 
tho late Prince Ferdinand, Buko 
of Genoa, the brother of King 
Victor Emmanuel, was born Feb. G, 
18G4 After receiving an English 
education at Harrow School, he 
went through a regular course of 
study in the Marine Colloge at 
Genoa, and came out an officer of 
the Royal Italian Navy, in which 
capacity he was entrusted with the 
command of tho Vettov Pisan i, a 
corvette of the first rank, bound on 
a voyngo round the world. The 
vessel completed lior cruise in 
1880, and the Duke's journal of 
tho voyage was published at the 
close of that year. 

GEORGE I. (Christian William 
Ferdinand Adolphus George), King 
of Greece, second son of tho King 
of Denmark, and brother of the 
Princess of Wales, horn Dec. 21, 
1845, served for some time in the 
Danish navy. After the abdica¬ 
tion of Otho I., the late King of 
Grcoce, in 1803* the vacant throno 
was first tendered by a majority of 
the Greek people to Prince Alfred 
of England, whose nomination the 
English Government rofused to 
accept. It was then offered to 
Duke Ernest of Saxe-Coburg Go¬ 
tha, who declined it •, and eventu¬ 
ally to Prince Christian, who, with 
the concurrence of liis own family 
and the consent of the Groat 
Powers, accepted it, and began to 
reign as King George I. He was 
married at St, Petersburg to the 
Princess Olga, daughter of the 
Grand Duke Constantine, Oct. 27, 
1807. The Princess Olga was horn 
Sept, 3,1851. Sinoe the year 1876, 
when active trouble broke out in 
the Balkan Peninsula, King 


George's position lias been vory 
difficult j but as yet lio has main¬ 
tained it without going to war. 
His country gained a considerable 
addition of territory by the deci¬ 
sion of the Conference which fol¬ 
lowed the Congress of Berlin, in 
! 1N8G, after the revolution at 
Pliilippopolis and tho 8ervo-Bul- 
gnriun war, Greece (under a rash 
minibter, M. Delynnnis) was for 
declaring war against Turkey, and 
was only stoppod by the firm 
attitude of England. 

GEORGE, Henry, was born at 
Philadelphia, September 2, 1830. 
He attended the public schools 
until 1858, when ho went inLo 
a counting-room, and thou to 
sea, learning something of print¬ 
ing in the meanwhile. In 1858 
he reached California, where lu» 
worked at tho case again until 
18G6, when ho became a reporter 
and afterwards editor of various 
papers, among thorn tho San Fran¬ 
cisco Times and Post. Ho was State 
Inspector of Gas Motors for Cali¬ 
fornia from 187G to 1880, and Trus¬ 
tee of the San Francisco Free Public 
Library from 1879 to 188U. In Aug., 
1880, he removed to New York, 
where he has Binco resided. He 
spent a year in England and I re¬ 
land, 1881-82, where ho wan for a 
very brief time under arrest um a 
" suspect/’ but was immediately 
released upon his identity being 
established. Mr. George is dually 
known through his addresses and 
books upon economic subjects, in 
which he traces the evils of society 
to the existence of private property 
in land. Ho has published "Our 
Land and Land Policy/’ 1871; 
tf Progress and Poverty/* 1879 s 
cf Irish Land Question/ 3 1881 j 
ef Social Problems/ 3 1883 j (< Tho 
Land Question/ 3 1884 ; and " Pro¬ 
tection or Free Trade/ 3 188G. Mr, 
George visited England again in 
1883, and Scotland in 1884, lectur¬ 
ing on economic questions, particu¬ 
larly that of land ownership. In 
188G he was nominated by the 
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Labour Party as candidate for tlie 
Mayoralty of New York. Tho op¬ 
posing 1 candidates vraro Mr. Abram 
Hewitt, Democrat, and Mr. Roose¬ 
velt, Republican, Immense inte¬ 
rest all over tlic world was excited 
by the oontost, which ended in the 
success of Mr. Hewitt, who polled 
some 90,000 votes, Mr. Roosevelt 
and Mr. George polling some 60,000 
each. It need not ho said that 
this was looked upon as a great 
moral success to the Labour Party. 

GERMAIN/- Antoine-Henri-Marie, 
a French politician and financier, 
was horn at Lyons, Fob. 19, 1824. 
He was one of the founders, and is 
now the Chairman, of tho great 
financial company, the Credit 
Lyonnais. In 1869, ho was elected 
as Liberal member for the 3rd cir¬ 
cumscription of the Ain, and was 
chosen again at tho general elec¬ 
tion for the National Assembly in 
1871. As the embodiment of 
“ Left Centre *’ principles, and aa 
one of tho highest French autho¬ 
rities on finance, M. Germain hag 
always held a very distinguished 
potitiun, and his rare speeches on 
the different budgets have mado an 
impression not only in Paris, but 
throughout Europe. Ho is opposed 
to the recent financial policy of the 
Republic. I 

GER0ME, Jean Leon, artist, born 
at Vesoul, Haute-Saflno, May 11, 
1821-, studied in his native place, 
went to Paris in 1841, and entered 
the studio of Paul Delarocho, under 
whose direction lie pursued, for a 
time, his studies at the l£colo des 
Beaux-Arts. Ho remainod under 
that celebrated artist until 1844, 
and accompanied him in his journey 
to Italy. Returning to France in 
184 5, he exhibited, for the first 
time, at the Salon of 18 47, went on 
an excursion to Turkoy and the 
eastern hanks of the Danube in 
1833, and to Upper and Lower 
Egypt in 185G. These travels fur¬ 
nished him with numerous subjects 
for his paintings. In Dec., 1863, he 
was appointed Professor of Paint¬ 


ing in the Ecole des Beaux-Arts, 
Since 1847, M. Gdrtae has exhi¬ 
bited " The Virgin, the Infant 
.Tosus, and Saint John ;** ,f Bacchus 
and Cupid ; ” rf A Greek Interior;" 
the ff Frieze ** of tho vase comme¬ 
morative of the Great Exhibition 
held in Loudon in 1851; ff The 
A ge of Augustus and the Birth of 
Jesus Christ j" fr Rembrandt j ” a 
" Portrait of Rachel j ” t( The Plague 
at Marseilles j >J f f The Death of St. 
Jerorne j “ Lioness meeting a Ja¬ 
guar j" rt Rex Tibicen/* 1874; and 
li L*Emiiienee Griso/' 1S74. To 
these may he added several clas¬ 
sical and Eastern subjects, espe¬ 
cially fr Caasar anti Cleopatra/* a 
very famous picture 5 The Slave 
Market in Rome; ** and numerous 
pictures of Arab and Egyptian life. 
M. Gcromc obtained a third-class 
medal in 1817, two second-class 
medals in 1848 and 1855, and 
higher medals at more recent 
dates, and tho decoration of the 
, Legion of Honour in Nov., 1853. 
He was decorated with the ordor 
| of the Rod Eagle in I860, and 
appointed a Commander of the 
Legion of Honour in Fob., 1878. 

GERSTER, Madame Etelka, was 
born at Kaschau, in Hungary, June 
16, 1857. At a very early age she 
evinced musical abilities of no 
ordinary kind. By the advice of 
the director of the Conservatoire 
at Vienna, who chanced to hoar 
her sing at tlio head of one of the 
Catholic processions of her native 
town, she was phi cod under tho 
tuition of tho far-famed Madame 
Marches!, with whom she studied 
most diligently for throe years 
(1873-76'), In the meantime ru¬ 
mours or her wonderful voice had 
got abroad, and offers were made 
to her from several German towns. 
Etelka, however, declined these, 
as she was determined to begin 
her career in an Italian school 3 
and in Jan., 1876, she made her 
ddbut at Venice, under the man¬ 
agement of Signor Gardini, in tho 
character of Gilda, in Verdi *9 
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“ EigoleLto,” and with, wonderful 
success. Almost at once followed 
the parts of Ophelia, Lucia, Amina 
in u La Sonmtuubula,” and “ Mar¬ 
guerite,” which last character bIio 
at first sang, as it was originally 
written, in French. Her next 
triumph was at Berlin, where she 
created such a furore as had novel* 
been known previously in the 
German capital. The demand for 
places was so great that the 
administration of the theatre was 
compelled to ask the public to 
apply by writing, and it is said 
that more than 21,000 applications 
were refused. She then made a 
Bhorb sojourn at Buda-Pesth, whero 
she appeared in the operas of ff Lit 
Soniziumbului” and “Hamlet.” Thu 
u Hungarian Nightingale,” as she 
has been called, next went to St. 
Peters!uirg and Moscow, where 
she carried every thine; before hev 3 
anti was, at the Emperor's ex¬ 
press dc3ire, appointed tf Kammcr- 
siingerin.” For her co-opera Lion 
in the Court concerts. His Majesty 
presented her with 4,000 marks 
and a handsome bracelet, while 
the Empress gave her a magnifi¬ 
cent chain ornamented with pearls 
and diamonds. After she had sung 
at Pesth and Breslau, Mr, Maple- 
son hud the good fortune to secure 
her, and she came to London. Hero 
she first sang before an English 
audience on Juno 23, 1S77, in ” La 
Somnnmbula.” She at once became 
a great favourite with the English 
public, and her performancos at 
Her Majesty’s Theatre during the 
season of 1878, wore a continued 
series of successes. 

GEVAERT, Erancois Auguste, 
horn July 31,1828, at Huysse, near 
Oudenarde, is the son oi a baker, 
and wus originally destined by his 
parents to follow that trade. Ilia 
great musical talent, however, be¬ 
coming apparent, he was sent in 
1841 to the Conservatoire at Ghent, 
where he studied under Sorumtre 
and Mengal. Ho was then ap¬ 
pointed organist of the Jesuits’ 


Church, and in 181G a Christmas 
cantata of hi a composition was per¬ 
formed in Ghent. In May, 18J7, 
lie gained the first prize for com¬ 
position at tho national competi¬ 
tion at Brussels, but was allowed 
to postpone liis foreign tour for 
two years, during which his first 
two operas, “ Hughes do Somcr- 
ghem,” and e< La Comcdio la 
Villc,” were produced in Ghent. 
In 1810 he proceeded on his tour, 
and wont to Spain. Ilia reports on 
Spanish music were prill to d in the 
bulletin of tlio Academia of Brus¬ 
sels for 1851. On Nov. 27, 1852, 
ho producod " Georgette ” at the 
Theatre Lyriquo in Tar is, and in 
Oct., 1851, “ Lo Billet do Mar¬ 
guerite,” both with extra ordinary 
success. For his cantata, “ Du 
Nationalo Vevjaordiig,” composed 
in honour of the twenty-fifth auni- 
versnry of the reign of King Leo¬ 
pold, he received Lho Order of 
Leopold. In 1807 ho was appointed 
Chef do Chant at tlio Academic do 
Musiquc, Baris, a i>ost he retained 
until Sept., 1870, since which time 
he has devoted his attention more 
especially to the history of music, 
and in 1875 brought out the first 
part of his "Histoirc et Theurio 
de la Musicpio dans EAntiquite.” 
In 1871 he succeeded Fctis ns di¬ 
rector of tho Conservatoire at 
Brussels, an appointment which 
gave great scope for his remark¬ 
able powors of organization. One 
of his reforms consisted in placing 
tlio singing olassos under tlio an¬ 
nual inspection of some celebrated 
singer. Govaert was elected a 
Member of tho Academic don 
Beaux-Arts in 1873. liis oilier 
works comprise te Quentin Dur- 
ward,” 1853j “ CbiUoauTrompelLo,” 
1800; ,r Lo Capitainu lien riot,” 
1801-: all produced at the Opera 
Oouiique, Baris, with groat success, 
as was also "Lee Deux Amours,” 
at the thcatro of Baden-Baden, 
1861. In connection with tho his¬ 
tory of music ho has written u Teor- 
book van don Gregoriaonsohon 
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zang," 185G ; <f Traits d’lnstru- 
mentation,” 1SG3 ,• and “Los (Hoires 
d'ltalie,” 1868. 

GIBBONS, The Most Rev, James, 
RomanCatholicArclibiahop of Balti¬ 
more,"was’born at Baltimore, July 24, 
1834. Ho graduated from St.Mary’s 
Seminary (Baltimore) in 1857. He 
was consecrated titular Bishop of 
Adrannytliium in 1808, and made 
Vicar Apostoiic of Worth Carolina. 
In 1872 ho was transferred to tho 
See of Richmond, Virginia, and 
later became coadjutor to Bishop 
Baylcy, whom ho succeeded in the 
Archbishopric of Baltimore in 1877- 
In March, 1880, ho was nominated 
as Cardinal. His principal work 
is " The Faith of our Fathers.”

GIBSON, John George, Q.C.,M.P., 
youngest son of Mr. William Gib¬ 
son, of Rochforest, co. Tipperary 
(who was Taxing Master in Chan¬ 
cery), and brother of Lord Ash-1 
bourne, was born in 1846, and 
educated at Trinity College, Dub¬ 
lin, where he had a brilliant career, I 
talcing tho first two gold medals in 
Classics and Histoiy and Political 
Science. He was called to tho 
Irish bar in 1870 and joined the 
Leinster Circuit. He was created 
a Queen's Counsel in 1880, and in 
1883 was elected Conservative 
member for the "Walton Division of 
Liverpool, which he represents also 
in tho present Parliament, In 
1885 he was appointed her Majesty’s ! 
Third Serieant-at-Lnw, and in Lord 
Salisbury's second administration 
(1886) holds the post of Solicitor- 
General for Ireland. 

GIFFEN, Robert, LL.D., was 
born at Strathaven, Lanarkshire, 
in 1837, and educated chiefiy at 
the parish school in that town; was 
employed as clerk in a solicitor's 
office, partly in 8trathaven and 
partly in Glasgow from 1850 to 
1857, attending for two sessions at 
Glasgow College in 1856-7 and 
1857-8; and was afterwards em¬ 
ployed in a commercial house in 


I Glasgow from 1858 to 18G0, be¬ 
coming connected vith the press 
in the latter yearns sub-editor and 
reporter on the staff of the Stirling 
Journal. In 1862 he left Stirling 
for London to occupy a position on 
the staff of the Giofce newspaper, 
with which he was connected, as 
sub-editor and eontribnioi*, until 
1866; for a short timo after that 
he assisted Mr. Morley in tho Fort¬ 
nightly Review; from 1SGS to 1876 
he was assistant oditor and princi¬ 
pal contributor to the Economistj 
under Mr. Bagehot, being also 
from 1873 to 1876 city editor of and 
writer of tho Trade and Finance 
articlo in the Daily News. Ju 1876 
ho was appointed chiof of the 
Statistical Department of tho Board 
of Trade, the office being merged 
in 1882 in that of Assistant-Secre¬ 
tary, Commercial Department. 
During his connection with the 
press he was a contributor to the 
Fortnightly Bcview, Saturday Review, 
Spectator and other journals, and 
in his official capacity has written 
numerous reports on commercial 
matters, besides giving evidence on 
similar subjects, e.g., Bugar boun¬ 
ties, gold and silver, Channel 
tunnel, Ac., before nine Committees 
of the House of Commons and 
Royal Commissions. In 1881 Mr. 
Gillen resigned his post at the 
Board of Trade, and was under¬ 
stood to he for some time on tho 
staff of tho Titties, but the post was 
not actually vacated, although 
leave of absence was given for a 
considerable time to enable him to 
fulfil the engagements he had made 
in view of his resignation. He is 
the author of "Stock Exchange 
Securities: an Essay on the general 
causes of Fluctuation in their Price,” 
published 1878; “ Essays in Fi¬ 
nance,” 1st series, 1879 (4th ed. 
18S6), 2nd series, 1886, &c. Several 
of the paper's published in the two 
volumes of * Essays in Finance ** 
above noticed consisted of papers 
read beforo the Statistical Society, 
or addresses as President, among 
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the principal being a paper on 
Recent Accumulations of Capital 
in the United Kingdom,, read 1878; 
the Use of Import and Export 
Statistics, read 1882, and the Pro¬ 
gress of the Working Classes, read 
1883. Among other subj ects treated 
are the Depreciation of Gold, 1818- 
72(1887) ; TradeD epression anclLow 
Prices, 1885, and Gold Supply, the 
Rato of Discount and Prices, 
1886. 

GIERS, Kioholas Carlovitoh de, 
a Russian statesman of Swedish 
origin, was bom May 9 (O.S.), 
1820. After passing through the 
course of science at the Imperial 
Lyceum of Czarskoe Selo, he en¬ 
tered the Asiatic Department of 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
being then 18 years of age. In 
1811 he was attached to the Russian 
Consulate in Moldavia, and in Sep¬ 
tember, 1818, he was sent by Im¬ 
perial order to the head-quarters 
of the Russian troopB in Transyl¬ 
vania during the Hungarian cam¬ 
paign, as a diplomatic official under 
tho Commander-in-Chief, General 
Lueders. For his untiring industry 
and the zealous fulfilment of his 
duties in this capacity, he was 
made a Court Councillor, and re¬ 
ceived the Order of St. Stanislas of 
the fourth class. On his return 
from Transylvania in 1850, he was 
sent as First Secretary of Embassy 
to Constantinople ; and thence, in 
1853, ho was transferred to Rou- 
mania as Director of tho Chancery 
of tho Commissary-Plenipotentiary 
in tlie then Principalities of Wal- 
lachia and Moldavia, whoro he re¬ 
mained 3 2 months. On war break¬ 
ing out withTurkey, he was attached 
to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
and despatched in 1855, with im¬ 
portant instructions, to the Govcr- 
nors-Gcnoral of New Russia and 
Bessarabia. In 1856 he was created 
a Councillor of State and appointed 
Consul-General to Egypt; and, 
after two years, in the same capa¬ 
city to Wallachia and Moldavia, 
receiving the title of Actual Coun¬ 


cillor of State. For his many im¬ 
portant services at tho latter post, 
during a period of fivo years, tho 
Emperor decorated him with tho 
Order of St. Anno of tho first class. 
On Aug. 1, 1863, he was made 
Ambassador Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary at Tehe¬ 
ran, where he remained tilt 1869, 
His residence at the Persian Court 
is said to have greatly contributed 
towards tho consolidation of its 
friendly relations with Russia. Ho 
was then made Privy Councillor, 
and decorated with the insignia 
of St. Vladimir of tho second 
class. M. de Giers was appointed 
in 1869 Minister at Bemo, whore 
he remained three years (being 
succeeded by tho son of Prince 
Gortohakoff); and was then trans¬ 
ferred in the same capacity to 
Stockholm in the room of M. Das- 
chakoff. While acting as Ambas¬ 
sador in Sweden ho received tin* 
high Russian Orders of tlio White 
Eagle and St. Alexander Novbky. 
When the Swedish King wont to 
Russia in 1875, Privy Councillor 
de GierB was called to St. Petersburg 
and remained near his Majesty 
throughout his stay. Soon after¬ 
wards, in Dec. 1875, lie was ap¬ 
pointed Adjunct to the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs and Director of the 
Asiatic Department, with a seat in 
the Senate. In this capacity ho had 
to diroot his attention to tho con¬ 
troversies which periodically arise 
in Central Asia between Russia and 
England; and ho generally eon- 
tri vod to torminato any negotiations 
on such subjects to the advantage 
of tho former Power. In 1870 tho 
direction of foreign affairs was 
altogether confided to him during 
tho absence of Princo Gortohakoff; 
and again, in 1877, for so von 
months, during tho war with 
Turkey.

He is now editor of <r Facsimiles 
of National MSS. of Ireland,” in 
course of publication, by command 
of Her Majesty, Queen Victorias 
Inspector of MSS. in Ireland for 
the Royal Commission on Histori¬ 
cal MSS.; Librarian and Member 
of the Council of the Royal Irish 
Academy, Dublin j Fellow of the 
Society of Antiquaries of London j 
Trustee of the National Library of 
Ireland j Hon. Professor of Archae¬ 
ology in tlio Royal Academy of 
Arts, Dublin} editor of a series 
of publications entitled “Historic 
Literature of Ireland j” and also 
editor in the collection of rf Chro¬ 
nicles and Memorials of Groat 
Britain and Ireland.”

GILBERT, Josiah, born at the 
Independent College, Rotherham, 
Yorkshire, Oct. 7, 1811, son of the 
Rev. Joeopli Gilbort, grandson of 
the Rev. Isaac Taylor, of Ongar, 
was educated chiefly at home, 
becarno aftenvards a student in 
the Royal Academy, practised as a 
portrait-painter for some years in 
London, but has lived since 1843 
at Marden Ash, Ongar, engaged in 
literary and artistic pursuits. lie 
is the author of ff Art, its 8copo 
and Purpose,” 1858 j (( Cadore, or 
Titian's Country,” 18G9 j "Art 
and Religion,” 1871 j was joint- 
author of r( Tho Dolomite Moun¬ 
tains,” 18G1; editod “ Autobio¬ 
graphy and other Memorials of 
Mrs. Gilbert (formerly Ann Tay¬ 
lor),” 1875, wliioli has gone through 
four editions; and published 
'’‘Landscape in AH before Claude 
and Salvator,” in 1885. Mr. 
Gilbort is a member of Lho Alpine 
Club. 

GILBERT, Joseph Henry, son of 
tho Rev. Josojffi Gilbert, was born 
at Hull, Aug. 1, 1817, During his 
school-days ho met with a gunshot 
accident which hindered his odu- 
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cation for some time, and also 
deprived him of tlie sight of one 
eye. lie studied first at Glasgow 
University, devoting much time to 
chemistry, and afterwards at Uni¬ 
versity College, London, proceeding 
later on to Germany, where ho 
worked at chemistry under Liebig 
at Giessen, and took his degree of 
Ph.D. On his return to London in 
1810, he acted as assistant to Prof, 
A. T. Thompson at University 
College, and afterwards went to 
Manchester, where he studied the 
chemistry of calico-printing, etc. 
In 1813 ho became connected with 
Mr. (now Sir) J. B. Law os, of 
3’othftinsted, and has since been 
engaged with him in a systematic 
series of researches on agricultural 
chemistry and physiology, the 
results of which have been pub¬ 
lished from time to time in the 
"Philosophical Transactions of the 
Royal Society.” Dr. Gilbert was 
elected Follow of the Royal Society 
in 1860, and was presented with 
ono of the Royal Medals in 1867. 
He has been a member of the 
Chemical Society since 1811, and 
was President of that body in 
1882-3. In 1884 ho was appointed 
Sibthorpiau Professor of Rural 
Economy in tho University of 
Oxford, but ho still retains the 
Rectorship of the Rothaiustod 
Laboratory. Up to the present 
time nearly 100 papers, many Jong 
and elaborate, have been published 
on the Kothawsted fiold experi¬ 
ments, on the Feeding of Animals, 
Utilisation of Sewage, eto., mostly 
by Dr, Gilbert and Sir J, B. 
Lawes jointly, but some by Dr. 
Gilbert alone. 

GILBERT, William Schwenek, 
B,A m was bom Nov. 18, 1830, at 
17, Southampton Street, Strand, 
London, and educated at Great 
Ealing School. He took the degree 
of B.A. at the University of London, 
was called to the bar of the Inner 
Temple in Nov. 18G1 j was Clerk in 
the Privy Council Office from 1857 
to 1862 j and was appointed Captain 


of the Royal Aberdeenshire High¬ 
landers (Militia) in 18G8. Mr. Gil¬ 
bert is well known as a dramatio 
author and contributor to periodical 
literature. His fiist pieeo, " Dul¬ 
camara,” was produced at the St. 
James’s Theatre, in Jau. 18GG. He 
is also author of " An Old Score 5 ” 
" The Princuss j" rr Ages Ago j ** 
"Randall’s Thumb;” "Creatures 
of Impulse"A Sensation Novel 
" Happy Arcadia ” (Gallery of Il¬ 
lustration); "The Palace of Truth,” 
a f airy comedy in three acts,brought 
out in Nov. 1870 ;" Pygmalion and 
Galatea,” a fairy comedy, in throe 
acts, brought out in Dec. 1871; 
" The Wicked World,” a fairy 
comedy in throe acts, brought out 
in Jan. 1873; and " Charity,” a 
play in four acts, brought oxvb 
in Jan. 1874, nl the Hay market 
Theatre, whore the tlireo preceding 
pieces had also first appeared. 
" Sweethearts,” a dramatic contrast 
| in two acts, was produced at the 
Prince of Wales's Theatre, in Nov. 
1871. "Broken Hearts,” a fairy 
comedy, was produced at tho Court 
Theatre, in 187G, "Tom Cobb,” a 
three act farcical comedy, at the 
St. James's m tho samo year, and 
" Trial by Jury M (written in con¬ 
junction with Dr. Arthur Sullivan), 
at the Royalty. This was followed 
by "Dan'l Druce,” a three act 
drama, at the Haymarkot; aud this 
again by " Engaged,” a three act 
farcical comedy,atthe same thoatre; 
the " Ne'er-do-Wool” (Olympic, 
Fob. 25,1878); " Gretchon” (Olym¬ 
pic, March 24,1879); " Foggerty’s 
Fairy,” Criterion; "Comedy aud 
Tragedy,” Lyceum; and the " Sor¬ 
cerer,” a two act opera (written 
in conjunction with Dr. Arthur 
Sullivan), which was produced at 
the Opera Coniicpio in Sept. 3877. 
This was followed by <4 H.M.S. 
Pinafore,” which ran for two years 
at that theatre. The “ Pirates of 
Penzance,” which succeeded this 
piece, ran for more than a year, 
and "Patience, or Bunthoma's 
Bride,” which was produced at the

GlLBEBTSOIf, Edward, was horn 
in London in 1813. The oarly years 
of his life were passed in various 
parts of Euasia, the language of 
which country he speaks fluently. 
He left Eussia ill 1810, and for 
several years after his return to 
London was a frequent contributor 
of leading articles to tile Daily News 
and other papers. In 1857 ho be¬ 
come Secretary to the Ottoman 
Bank in London, and during the 
following four yoars paid several 
visits of inspection to the branches 
at Beyrout, Smyrna, and Constan¬ 
tinople. In 1801 ho undertook the 
management of tho bank in the 
latter city, nud in 1862, as member 
of tho E inane nil commission, had 
the chief direction, under Edlieni 
Pasha, of tho operations for with¬ 
drawing the Caimc, forwliich service 
ho received the third class of tho 
Medjidie. In 1803 he was oue of the 
signatories of the concession of the 
Imperial Ottoman Bank, and from 
that date until May, 1871, was As¬ 
sistant Director-General of the Bank 
at Constantinople, He has taken 
an active part in negotiating all 


tho Turkish public loans in wlih h 
the hank was interested since 1858, 
and has been a member of various 
financial commissions formed by tho 
Ottoman Government j such as that 
for the amelioration of the system 
of public accounts, for the Budget 
of 1807, &c. Tho Sultan, in recog¬ 
nition of his services to tho imperial 
treasury, has conferred on linn tho 
order of tho Osmanie of the third 
class. Upon his arrival in England, 
in May, 1871. ho was unanimously 
elected a member of tho committee 
of the Bank in London. 

GILBEY, Walter, son of the late 
Henry Gilbey, of Bishop Stortford, 
was born in that town in 1831, is 
the head of the firm of W. & A. 
Gilboy, wine merchants, one of 
the greatest commercial undertak¬ 
ings of tho country. In addition 
to his very important business, 
Mr. Gilboy devotes much of Ins 
tiino to matters pertaining to the 
interests of agriculture. ILo is a 
member of the Eoyal Agricultural 
Socioty, a momber of Council of the 
Smithfiold Club and of the British 
Dairy Parmer’s Society, and alto a 
member of Council of the Ensilage 
Society; he is a member of tho 
Committee of Management of tho 
Parmcr*s Club, and is President 
(1886) of the English Jersey Cattle 
Society j ho also occupies the posi¬ 
tion of Vice-Chairman of tho Ltoyal 
Agricultural Hall Company, and 
tho llorso Shows hold thore £or tho 
past ten years have boon under liis 
management, lie has nlso taken a 
most activo part in tho formation 
of tho Shire Horse Socioty, has 
created tho Hunter’s Improvement 
Society and the Hackney Ilorsc 
Society. Mr. Gilbey has twico won 
the Champion Prize for tho heat 
horse in all classes at the Shire 
Horse Society’s London Shows in 
1883 and 1880. In 1884 he was 
awarded 03 dislinctiouH of merit, 
including 3 Champions, 2 Special, 
3 Gold Medals, 27 First Prizes, 10 
Second Prizes, 1 Third Prize. lie 
was a successful exhibitor at tho 
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Hamburg International Show, 1883, 
and at the International Exhibition 
at Amsterdam in 1884. 

GILL, David, born Juno 12,1843, 
is the eldest son of tlic late Mr. 
David Gill, of Ulnirythai, Aber¬ 
deen shire, by Margaret, daughter 
of Gilbert Mitchell, Esq., of Savock, 
in the same county. He was 
educated at Marischal College, 
Aberdeen. He obtained his fh’bt 
experience in practical astronomy 
in the Observatory at Aberdeen, 
and in a private observatory which 
he erected in the same city. Mr, 
Gill was associated with Lord Lind¬ 
say in the designs and details of 
the large observatory founded by 
that nobleman at Dunucht in 1870, 
taking the position as chief of the 
staff. Ho thus became engaged in 
the organisation of the expedition 
to the Mauritius, fitted out by Lord 
Lindsay, for the observation of the 
transit of Venus, on which occasion 
advantage was taken of the circum¬ 
stance of a heliometer forming part 
of the equipment to determine the 
sun's distance by measures of the 
planet Juno. The details of this 
work wore published by Lord Lind¬ 
say as the joint work of himself 
and Mr. Gili. In connection with 
the some expedition, Mr. Gill 
arranged and personally conducted 
the whole of the chronometric and 
telegraphic longitude determina¬ 
tions connecting Berlin, Malta, 
Alexandria, Suez, Aden, Bombay, 
Seychelles, Reunion, Mauritius, and 
Bodsiguer. It was while engaged 
upon those operations that ho 
undertook, at the request of the 
Khedive, the measurement of the 
first base line of the geodetic sur¬ 
vey of Egypt, In 1877 he went to 
Ascension to observe the apposition 
of Mars. In 1881 he published 
an account of a determination of 
the Solar Parallax from observa¬ 
tions of Mars, at Ascension, in 
1877, in the Memoirs of the Boyal 
Astronomical Society. In the same 
year, a difficult task, the organisa¬ 
tion of elaborate longitude opera¬ 


tions connecting Aden, Zanzibar, 
Mozambique, Delagoa Bay, Dur¬ 
ban, Port Elizabeth, and the Cape, 
was equally carefully performed j 
1882 saw him organising observa¬ 
tions of the minor planets Victoria 
and Sappho, which wore carried out 
at the principal observatories of 
the world, and the anno year ho 
mado the arrangements for obser¬ 
vation of tbe transit of Venus, in 
South Africa. In 1893 ho set on 
foot the geodetic survey of South 
Africa, a scheme which ho had 
urged upon Government without 
ceasing since 1879. Prom 1881— 
83 he was likewise engaged in 
researches on the Parallax of the 
fixed stars, an elaborate memoir on 
which subject he has published in 
the memoirs of the Boyal Astro¬ 
nomical Society. In 1875 lie re¬ 
ceived the Medjidio (3rd class) 
from the Kliedivo for his scientific 
labours in Egypt. In 1881 he was 
made LL.D. of Aberdeen Univer¬ 
sity, in the same year lie received 
the Valz Medal of the Paris 
Academy of Sciences for researches 
on the Solar Parallax, and in 
1882 the Gold Medal of the Boyal 
Astronomical Society of London 
for hia Heliometric observations of 
Mars and tho discussion of his 
results. In 1883 he was elected a 
Fellow of the Boyal Society, and 
in 1884 made LL.D. of Edinburgh 
University. Dr, Gill is a Magistrate 
for County Aberdcon, one of tho 
trustees of the South African 
Museum, and was also sometime a 
member of the South African Uni¬ 
versity Council. 

GIIiL, Edmund, landscape painter, 
was bom Hov. 29, 1820, in the 
parish of Clerkenwell. His father 
was by trade a japanner, but soon 
turned his attention to painting 
and succeeded in occasionally 
exhibiting pictures in the Academy. 
After passing some years in Shrop¬ 
shire Edmund Gill came, in 1841, 
to London, and beoame a student 
at the Academy. He has since 
been a regular exhibitor of land- 
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scapes, chiefly from WoIbIi and 
Scottish scenery, painted in the 
minute stylo that recalls the 
manner of the early Dutch artists. 

GILLMORE, General Quinoy 
Adams, was horn in Loraiue county, 
Ohio, Fob. 28, 1825. In 1819 ho 
graduated at West Point, and was 
employed as second-lieutenant of 
engineers on the fortifications in 
Hampton Roads. From 1852 till 
1856 he performed the duties of 
assistant instructor in practical 
engineering at West Point. Soon 
after the outbreak of the civil 
war he was made Captain of 
Engineers, and had charge of the 
operations against Port Pulaski, 
on the Savannah river, Georgia, in 
Fob., 1802. Having been promoted 
to the rank of Brigadier-General of 
Volunteers, he was ordered to the 
West as Commander of the district 
of Western Virginia, and soon after 
was appointed to a division in the 
Army of Kentucky. Ordered to 
South Carolina, ho took command 
of tlio land forces engaged in the 
siege of Charleston. For liis ser¬ 
vices during this campaign he was 
promoted to the rank of Major- 
General of Volunteers. He subse¬ 
quently co-operated with General 
Sherman in his movement through 
South Carolina, and after tlio Bur- 
render of the Confederate forces 
was, in Juno, 1805, placed at the 
head of the new depaitment of 
South Carolina. After the close of 
the war he was mustered out of the 
volunteer service, but holds the 
rank of Colonel in the United States 
Corps of Engineers, and is engineer 
in oharge of the defences of the 
Atlantic coast. He is the author 
of ff A Practical Treatise on.

GILMAN, Daniel Coit, LL.D., 
was born at Norwich, Connecticut, 
July, 0,1833 ; A.B. (Vale Coll.), 
1852. He was Superintendent of 
Schools in New Haven from 1850 to 
1800; State Superintendent of 
Schools in Connecticut, 1805-GG; 
Librarian of Yale, 185G-U5; Profes¬ 
sor of Physical and Political Geo¬ 
graphy at Sheffield Scientific School, 
1803-72 j Prosidontof the University 
of California, 3872-75; and since 
1875 has been President of Johns 
Hopkins University, Baltimore, 
Ho is a uioiubor of the American 
I Academy of Az^ts and Sciencos, of 
! the American Philosophical Society, 
of the Amorican Antiquarian 
Society, of the American Oriental 
Society, &e., and was elected Presi¬ 
dent of tho Amorican Social 
Science Association in 1879. He 
was one of the Judges in the Cen¬ 
tennial Exhibition at Philadelphia 
in 1870 ; in 1882 was made one of 
the trustees of tho Slater Fund for 
tho Education of Freedman ; and in 
1883 president of tho He ience com¬ 
pany, an association which pub¬ 
lishes a weekly journal similar to 
Nature. Ho roceivod tho degree of 
LL.D, from Harvard in 3870. EIo 
is the author of many magazine 
or tides and educational reports, 
and of rf Historical Addresses,” 
1859; ff Inaugural Address and 
Reports, University ol‘ California,” 
1872; and w James Monroe in his 
Relations to the Public Service,” 
1883 ; and has edited tho " Mis¬ 
cellaneous Writings” of Francis 
Liebor, 2 vols., 1881; and of Joseph 
P, Thompson, 1884. 

GIRAUD, Herbert, M.D., Deputy 
[Inspector-General of Her Majesty's 
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Bombay army, was born at Favoz 1 - 
sham, Kont, in 1817, of a Walden- 
sian family. Ho graduated ‘with 
honours in 1810 in the University 
of Edinburgh, wlioro ho was a 
member of tho so-called " Oinero- 
mathic Brotherhood," of which tho 
naturalist, Edward Forbes, tho two 
Goodsira,George Wilson, J.Hughes 
Bennett, and others since omment 
in scionoe, wore mombers. In 1842 
he entered the H.E.I.Co.'b Bombay 
Medical Service, and in that year 
the Liunman Society published in 
their Transactions his " Observa¬ 
tions on Vegetable Embryology." 
which were subsequently embodied 
in several of tbe British and Foreign 
systematic works on botany. In 
1813 lie was appointed Professor of 
Chemistry and Botany in the Grant 
Medical College, Bombay, of wliich 
institution ho became Principaljand 
also Chief Medical Officer of Sir 
J amsetj ea J co j ebhoy's Hospital, and 
Chemical Analyst to tho Bombay 
Government. Ho was the first to 
introduce the study of ehomistry 
and botany into Western India. In 
I8G3 Dr. Giraud was Syndic and 
Dean of the Faculty of Medicine in 
the University of Bombay. He was 
also on tho staif of Lord Elphin- 
stone, of Sir George Clerk, and of 
Sir Bar tic Frore, as surgeon to those 
Governors of Bombay, Dr. Giraud 
has contributed papors on chemical 
and botanical Bubjects to tho Trans¬ 
actions of the Botanical Society of 
Edinburgh , the Annals of Natural 
History j the London a?id Edinburgh 
Philosophical Magazine , the Edin¬ 
burgh Philosophical Journal , the 
Transactions of the Bombay Branch 
of the Boyal Asiatic Society, and the 
Transactions of the Medical and Phy¬ 
sical Society of Bo nit ay* Several 
of liis chomical leotures have been 
published. 

GLADSTONE, John Hall, Ph.D., 
F.R.S., was born March 7, 1827, 
and educated at home. He studied 
chemistry at University Col¬ 
lege, London, under Professor 
Graham j and at Giessen under 


| Professor Liebig, He took the de¬ 
gree of Ph.D. in 1848 j lectured on 
Chemistry at St. Thomas's Hospital 
from 1830 to 1852 ; was elected a 
Fellow of tho "Royal Society in 1853 ; 
was a Member of the Royal Com¬ 
mission on Lighthouses, Buoys, and 
Beacons, from 1830 to 1862; a 
member of the Gun-Cotton Com¬ 
mittee (appointed by tho War 
Office) from 18Gttol8G8; Fullorian 
Profossor of ChomisLry at tho Royal 
Institution from 1874 to 1877 ; Pre¬ 
sident of tho Physical Society from 
its formation in 1874 to 1876 ; and 
Presideut of the Chemical Society 
from 1877 to 1879. Sinco 1846 Dr. 
Gladstone has been constantly en¬ 
gaged in scientific research, princi¬ 
pally in chemistry and optics. The 
results aro generally published by 
the Royal and Chomical Societies, 

| and hy tho British Association. 
For many years he has been un- 
i gaged also in various philanthropic 
| and religious movements; and since 
j 1873 he has been one of the repre- 
| sentatives of the Chelsea division 
on tho School Board for London j 
and he is chairman of the Books 
! and Apparatus Sub-Committee. 
He is tho author of rf Thu Biography 
[ of Michael Faraday," Lond. 1872; 
"Points of supposed Collision 
between the Scriptures and Natural 
Science: a lecture delivered in 
connection with the Christian Evi¬ 
dence Society,” Lond. 1S72 j 
" Miracles as Credentials of a 
Revelation: a lecture delivered in 
the new Hall of Science, Old Street, 
City Road, under the auspices of 
the Christian Evidence Society,” 
1873j "Spelling Reform, from an 
Educational Point of Viow,” Lond. 
1878; "The Chemistry of Secondary 
Batteries,” Lond. 1883 j and up¬ 
wards of fifty memoirs in the 
Philosophical Transactions and 
othor Proceedings of tho learned 
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GLADSTONE, The Right Hon, 
■William Ewart, M.P., fourth son of 
the late Sir John Gladstone, Bart, 
of Fasque, county Kincardine, N.B. 
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a well-known merchant of Liver¬ 
pool, bom there, Dec. 29, 1809, waB 
educated at Eton and Christchurch, 
Oxford, of which ho was nominated 
a student in 1829, and graduated, 
taking a double first class, in Mi¬ 
chaelmas term, 1S31. Having spent 
some time in a continental tour, 
he was returned at tho general 
election in Dec. 1832, in the Con¬ 
servative interest for Newark, and 
entered Parliament just as the 
struggle of parties was at its height. 
On Jan. 25, 1833, he entered Lin¬ 
coln's Inn, and when he had been 
a member for six years and three 
months, petitioned to have his name 
removed from the books of the So¬ 
ciety, on the ground of his having 
given np his intention of being 
called to the bar. In the House of 
Commons, his mercantile origin, 
ibe success of bis university career, 
his habits of business, and his high 
character, recommended him to the 
notice of Sir Robert Pool, who, in 
Doc. 1831, appointed him to a 
junior Lordship of the Treasury, 
and in Feb., 1835, Under-Secretary 
for Colonial affairs, Mr. G ladstone 
retired from office, with his minis¬ 
terial leader, in April, and remained 
in opposition until Sir Robert Peel's 
return to power in Sept., 1811, On 
accepting office under Sir Robert 
Peel, in 1841, as Vice-President of 
the Board of Trade and Master of 
tho Mint, Mi*. Gladstone was sworn 
a member of the Privy Council. In 
his new position lie had to explain 
and defend in the Lower House of 
Parliament tho commercial policy 
of the Government; and in the dis¬ 
charge of this duty he had whatever 
advantage lus mercantile originand 
connection could give him. The 
revision of the tariff in 1812 was 
almost entirely the result of his 
energy and industry. When this 
laborious work was brought before 
tho House of Commons, it was found 
to be as admirably executed in its 
details as it was complete in its 
mastery of general principles, and 
it received the sanction of both 


i Houses with scarcely an alteration. 
In 1813, Mr, Gladstone succeeded 
the Earl of Ripon as President of 
the Board of Trade, but resigned 
that office early in 1815. In Jan., 
1840, Sir Robert Peel announced 
his inionl ion of proposing u modifi¬ 
cation of the Coin Laws. Mr. 
Gladstono, wholmd succeeded Lord 
Stanley (the late Earl of Derby) in 
the poet of Secretary of Statu for 
tho Colonies, adhered to the leader 
under whom lie had onterod upon 
ministerial life; lmt* possibly, un¬ 
willing to remain under obligations 
to the late Dnlce of Newcastle, who 
sympathised strongly with the Op¬ 
position party, resigned his seat for 
Newark, and remained for some 
time out of Parliament;. At tho 
general [election in Aug., 1817, lio 
was, with tho late Sir Robert Harry 
Inglis, elected for tho University of 
Oxford. In tho Parliament of 1817- 
52, tho questions of Univorbity Re¬ 
form and the removal of Jewish 
disabilities were frequently and 
earnestly agitated in tho Lower 
House. Though Mr. Gladstone’s 
early sympathies no doubt bound 
him strongly to the High Church 
and Tory Party, yet ho felt that on 
both these points tho exigencies of 
the times required that some con¬ 
cessions should be made. ILo con¬ 
sequently found himself frequently 
opposed to his former friends, and 
eventually separated himHulf from 
the groat body of tho Conservative 
party, in Feb., 1851, At tho general 
election in July following, Mr. 
Gladstone was re-clected for blio 
University of Oxford, but not with¬ 
out a severe con Lest, Oil tho forma¬ 
tion of what is generally know as 
tho "Coalition” ministry* under 
tho Earl of Aberdeen, in Dec,, 1862, 
Mr. Gladstone was appointed to the 
Chancellorship of the Exchequer, 
in which office, the thorough know¬ 
ledge of finance which ho had ac¬ 
quired in formor life, and had tested 
by practical experience at the Board 
of Trade, proved of the greatest 
assistance to tho ministry. After 
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the breaking up of the Aberdeen 
administration, or rather, on its 
reconstruction under Lord Palmer¬ 
ston at the beginning of 1865, 
Mr. Gladstone at first continued to 
occupy the same post, but be re¬ 
signed in the course of a fow weeks, 
on finding that it was not the in¬ 
tention of the ministry colloctivoly 
to oppose the vote of censure im¬ 
plied in the resolution of Mr. Roe¬ 
buck, in favourof the appointment 
of a committee of inquiry into the 
state of the British army before 
Sebastopol, and the canses of its 
sufferings, Nor some time Mr. 
Gladstone, who held no public office, 
gave Lord Palmerston's ministry an 
in dependent support* In the winter 
of 1858-9 he accepted, under Lord 
Derby's second cabinet, a (special 
mission to the Ionian Islands, to 
arrange certain difficulties which 
had arisen in the administration of 
that dependency; and in June, IS59, 
resumed office under Lord Palmer¬ 
ston as Chancellor of theExohequer. 
In this capacity ho was mainly in¬ 
strumental in repealing the paper 
duty, and in promoting the nego¬ 
tiations conducted by Mr. Cobdon, 
which resulted in the commercial 
treaty between this country and 
Prance. Mr. Gladstone, though 
originally very jealous of an inter¬ 
vention on the part of the State in 
the matter of University Reform, 
lent the Government from time to 
time vory valuable assistance, by 
supporting the suggestions of the 
Oxford University Commissioners, 
through his extensive personal and 
official influence with the authori¬ 
ties of Oxford as one of the repre¬ 
sentatives of that university in Par¬ 
liament. Besides being eminent as 
a statesman, Mr. Gladstone had ac¬ 
quired celebrity as an author. His 
first work, a treatise entitled " The 
State in its Relations with the 
Church,” published in 1838 (4th 
edition enlarged, 2 vols., 1841), and 
followed, in 1841, by bis " Church 
Principles considered in their Re¬ 
sults,” stamped him, while stUl a 


young man, as a deep and original 
thinker. His viows on these sub¬ 
jects, as they ore unfolded in tlic30 
troatiscs, had, we need scarcely say, 
been formed and mouldod by tho 
education and associations of Ox¬ 
ford, to which university they are 
dedicated as tho first-fruits of her 
teaching and training, Soon after 
their appearance, they were thought 
worthy of a long and olabor.tte 
oriticism by the late Lord Macaulay 
in the pagos of the Edinburgh Re¬ 
view. Mr. Gladstone's " Remarks 
on Recent Commercial Legislation,” 
published in 1845,while the country 
was on the ovo of an important 
change in her commercial system, 
were intended to pave the way for 
the extensive modification in tho 
restrictions on commerce imposed 
by the corn laws, and contain an 
able and comprehensive summary 
of the beneficial results of the tariff 
of 1842. In 1851 lie published a 
work of a different kind, which 
j created considerable interest both 
at home and abroad. During a visit 
to Naples in tho previous year, ho 
learned that a largo number of 
citizens of that place, who had 
formed the fr Opposition ” in tlio 
Neapolitan Chamber of Deputies, 
were exiled or imprisoned by King 
Eerdinand, and that (it is said) 
above 20,000 of his subjects had 
been thrown into prison on a charge 
of political disaffection, Having 
ascertained the truth of these state¬ 
ments, Mr. Gladstone wrote to the 
Earl of Aberdeen, urging his inter¬ 
position on their behalf } and that 
noble lord's remonstrances proving 
ineffectual, he published an indig¬ 
nant letter on tho subject of tho 
state prosecutions at Naples, which, 
was translated into several foreign 
languages, and was sent by Lord 
Palmerston to our ambassadors and 
ministers on the Continent, with 
orders to forward copies of it to 
their respective courts. In 185S lie 
published an elaborate work on 
Homer ("Studios on Homer and 
the Homeric Age,” 8 vols.), and in 
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July, 1861, lie was solicited to be¬ 
come a candidate*, in the Liberal 
interest, for South Lancashire* but 
ref used to forsake his former con¬ 
stituents. Having been rejected 
by the University of Oxford at the 
general election in July, 1863, Mr. 
Gladstone was returned, being third 
on the poll, for South Lancashire. 
After the death of Lord Palmerston, 
he became leader of the House of 
Commons, retaining the Chancel¬ 
lorship of the Exchequer in Lord 
Bussell’s second administration. 
Early in the session of 1866 he 
brought in a Reform Bill, and a 
motion in committee having been 
carried, June 18,against the G overn- 
ruent by eleven votes, Mr. Glad¬ 
stone and hie colleagues resigned. 
The divisions in the Liberal ranks 
pi evented him from defeating Mr. 
Disraeli’s .Reform Bill, which he 
strenuously opposed. In the early 
part of tho session of 1868, Mr. 
Gladstone brought forward and 
passed through the House of Com¬ 
mons a series of resolutions, having 
for their object the disestablish¬ 
ment and disendowinent of tho 
Irish Church. These resolutions 
wore the basis of the Irish Church 
Suspensory Bill, which, on May 22, 
was read a second time in the Lower 
House by 312 votes to 258, but was 
soon afterwards rejeoted in the 
House of Peers by a majority of 95. 
At the general election of 1868 Mr. 
Gladstone stood os one of the candi¬ 
dates for South-west Lancashire. 
After a fierce contest, tho result of 
which excited the most intense in¬ 
terest throughout the country, ho 
was defeated j but this defeat did 
not exclude him from tho House of 
Commons, as in anticipation of such 
on event, the electors of Greenwich 
had, a few days previously, re¬ 
turned him by a large majority, 
as one of the members for that 
borough. On the resignation of 
Mr. Disraeli’s Ministry, in Dec. 
1868, Mr. Gladstone succeeded that 
statesman as Eirst Lord of the 
Treasury. The principal events of 


his administration were tho passing 
of the Irish Church Disestablish¬ 
ment Act (1869), of tho Irish Land 
Act (1870), and of the Eloinontiiry 
Education Act (1870) ; tho aboli¬ 
tion of Purchase in the Army by 
the exercise of the Boyal Preroga¬ 
tive, in consequence of an adverse 
vote by the Houbo of Lords on the 
Army Regulation Bill (1871) ; tho 
negotiation of tho Treaty of Wash¬ 
ington inspecting tho Alabama 
Claims (1871); the passing of tlio 
Ballot Act (1872) j and tho Judica¬ 
ture Act (1873). Tho principal 
measure proposed by the Govern¬ 
ment in the session of 1873, was tho 
University Education (Ireland) 
Bill, which was opposed by tho 
Roman Catholic members, who, 
voting oil this occasion with tho 
Conservatives, caused tho rojoction 
of the Bill by 287 voles against 281 
(March II). Upon this Mr. Glad¬ 
stone tendered his resignation to 
Her Majesty, and Mr. Disraeli was 
sent for j but as he declined to take 
office, Mr. Gladstone, though with 
reluctance, undertook (March LO) 
to reconstruct tho cabinet. In 
August, 1873, immediately after tho 
close of the session, the cabinet was 
considerably remodelled, Mr. Glad¬ 
stone assuming the Chancellorship 
of the Exchequer, in addition to 
his office of Eirst Lord of the Trea¬ 
sury. On Jan. 21,187'1, a fortnight 
before both Houses were to havo 
met for tho despatch of public 
business, Mr. Gladstone took every¬ 
body by surprise by announcing 
tho immediate dissolution of Par¬ 
liament, and issuing his addross to 
his constituents at Greenwich, in 
which he promised to abolish tho 
Income Tax. At the general elec¬ 
tion which ensued, tho votes were, 
for the first time, taken by secret 
ballot. The result proved most 
disastrous to the Liberal party, 
The returns, completed on Eeb. 27, 
showed that 351 Conservatives had 
been elected and 302 Liberals, in¬ 
clusive of the Home Rulers, who in 
point of fact, declined to identify 
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themselves -with either of tho old 
politioal parties. Mr. Gladstone at 
once resigned, and Mr. Disraeli 
"became Prime Minister. In the 
session of 1S7 i, Mr. Gladstone, who 
had been re-elected for Groenwioh, 
was rarely to ho seen in his place in 
tho IIouso of Commons ; hut at iLs 
close he offered a persistent opposi¬ 
tion to tho Public Worship Regula¬ 
tion Bill. Even amid tho turmoil 
of political life, Mr. Gladstone had 
devoted a portion of his time to 
literature. His " Eoce Homo,” re¬ 
printed from Good Words, appeared 
in 1808; a pamphlet on the Irish 
Church question, entitled "A Chap¬ 
ter of Autobiography/' was pub¬ 
lished Nov. 23,18G8; and" Juvontus 
Mundi: the Gods and Men of the 
Heroic Age/' in 18G9. After his un¬ 
successful attempt to prevent the 
passing of the PublicWorship Regu¬ 
lation Act, he contributed to the 
Contentyom't'y Review for Oct. 1871> 
an article on " Ritualism/' which 
gave rise to an animated contro¬ 
versy. In it he as 3erted that f r Rome 
had substituted for the proud boast 
of se?npcr eadcm a policy of violence 
and change in faith," that she " had 
refurbished and paraded anew 
every trusty tool she was fondly 
thought to have disused/' that "no 
one could become her convert with¬ 
out renouncing his moral and men¬ 
tal freedom, and placing his civil 
loyalty and duty at the mercy of 
another," and that w she had equally 
repudiated modern thought and 
ancient history," Challenged by his 
Roman Catholic friends to substan¬ 
tiate these grave charges, Mr. Glad¬ 
stone published (Nov. 7, 1874) a 
bulky pamplilet entitled u The Vati¬ 
can Decrees in their bearing on Civil 
Allegiance : a Political Expostula¬ 
tion," which elicited numerous 
elaborate implies from Mgr. Capel, 
Dr, Newman, Archbishop Manning, 
and other distinguished members 
of tho Roman Catholic Church. Mr. 
Gladstone's reply to his opponents, 
published Feb. 21,1873, is entitled 
" Vaticanism j an Answer to Replies 


and Reproofs," Mr, Gladstone fol¬ 
lowed up his attacks on the Roman 
Catholic Church in an article on 
f< The Speeches of Pius IX." in the 
Quarterly Review for Jan. 1876. On 
Jan. 13,1875, three weeks beforo the 
assembling of Parliament, Mr.Glad¬ 
stone announced in a letter to Eail 
Granville, his determination to re¬ 
tire from the leadership of the 
Liberal party. "At the age of sixty- 
five," he remarked," and after forty- 
two yoars of a laborious public life, 
I think myself entitled to retire on 
the present opportunity. This re¬ 
tirement is dictated to me by my 
personal views as to the best method 
of spending the closing years of my 
life," Soon afterwards the Marquis 
of Hartingtou was chosen by the 
Liberal party to bo their leader in 
tho House of Commons. Subse¬ 
quently, however, Mr, Gladstone 
constantly took part in the discus¬ 
sions of that assembly. In 1876 he 
published "Homeric Synchronism: 
an Inquiry into the Time and Place 
of Homer," and on Sept. G in tho 
same year appeared his famous 
pamphlet on " Bulgarian Horrors 
and tho Question of the East," It 
was followed (March 13, 1877) by 
another pamphlet, entitled *» Les¬ 
sons in Massacre: an Exposition 
of tho Conduct of the Porte in and 
about Bulgaria since May, 1876." 
Mr. Gladstone took an active part 
in the agitation respecting the 
massacres in Bulgaria, and strenu¬ 
ously opposed, both in and out of 
Parliament, tho policy of the 
Conservative Government, which 
resulted in the Treaty of Berlin 
and the signing of the Anglo- 
Turkish Convention, In the 
autumn of 1877 (Oct. 17—Nov. 12) 
he paid a visit to Ireland, and was 
presented with the freedom of the 
city of Dublin. On Nov. 16 in 
that year ho was elected Lord 
Rector of the University of Glas¬ 
gow, succeeding Lord Beaconsfield. 
Mr. Gladstone sont a letter to tho 
president of the Greenwich Liberal 
"Five Hundred/' on March 9, 
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1S78, stating that lie should only 
represent the borough until the 
next general election. In the 
course or the year 1879 he contri¬ 
buted to iheBwtUh Quarterly Review 
an article on "The Evangelical 
Movementj its Parontagc,Progress, 
und Issue and published a col¬ 
lection of his fugitive writings 
under the title of "Gleanings of 
Past Years.” Early in the same 
year (1879) he had been invited 
to become the Liberal candi¬ 
date for Midlothian, and the 
crowning incident of the electoral 
campaign in the ensuing Parlia¬ 
mentary recess was his visit to 
Scotland in. connection with his 
purpose of contesting that county 
at the general election. Ho set 
out from Liverpool for Edinburgh 
on Nov. 24, and from that date, 
with the exception of two days 5 
rest at Taymouth Castle, his life, 
till his return to Hawarden on 
Dec. 9, was a long succession of 
enthusiastic receptions and un¬ 
wearied speech-making in condem¬ 
nation of the policy of the Con¬ 
servative Government. In the 
course of this tour he delivered the 
Rectorial Address before the Uni¬ 
versity of Glasgow (Dec. 6). On 
tho dissolution of Parliament at 
Easter, 1880, Mr. Gladstone re¬ 
newed in Midlothian the oratorical 
fours c?e force of the preceding 
winter, and ho was successful in 
his candidature, polling 1697 votes 
against 1308 rocorded in favour of 
the Earl of Dalkeith, liis Conser¬ 
vative opponent. When tho com¬ 
position of the 2 iew House of 
Commons was made known, it 
appeared that it consisted of 849 
Liberals, 213 Conservatives, and 
60 Home Rulers. The Earl of 
Beaconsfield tendered his resigna¬ 
tion to the Queen as soon as it was 
manifest that tho Liberal Party 
had obtained an unquestionable 
majority. The Marquis of Har- 
tington, who had been leader of 
the Opposition in the Lower House, 
and Earl Granville, the Opposition 


leader in the Houso of Poors, wore 
sent for by Hor Majesty in tho first 
instance, but, in accordance with 
consultations among tlxo chiefs of 
tho party, they recommended the 
Queen to entrust tho task of 
forming a Cabinet to Mr. Glad¬ 
stone. He consented to accept tho 
duty (April 23), and his Cabinet 
was constructed with a viow to 
conciliate and to represent the 
different sections of tho Liberal 
majority. Mr. Gladstone himself 
superadcled to his duties as First 
Lord of the Treasury tho functions 
of Chancellor of tho Exchequer, 
but lie resigned tho latter office in 
1883 into tho hands of Mr, Childers, 
Tho history of Mr. Gladstone's 
second Ministry may be summed 
up in three words—Ireland, Egypt, 
Franchise—though of course a 
largo number of other matters 
(such as Mr. Chamberlain's Bank¬ 
ruptcy Hill and Merchant Shipping 
Dill) wore long under consideration. 
Ireland was the groat quotation 
during tho sessions of 1880 (May— 
August), 1881, 1882, and the de¬ 
bates on the Compensation for 
Disturbance Bill, on Mr. Forster’s 
Coercion Bill, and (after the mur¬ 
der of Lord Frederick Cavendish 
and Mr. Burke, May G, 1882) on 
tho Crimes Bill, occupied tho 
greater part of tho time und at¬ 
tention of the country. What 
prolonged and exasperated tho 
discussions was the method of 
obstruction invented nnd practiced 
not only by tho followers of Mr, 
Parnell, but also by some members 
of the Tory paity. After tho 
passing of the Crimes Act, which 
closed a period of almost ixnexam- 
pled railiamontary and adminis¬ 
trative difficulty, Egypt began to 
occupy tho mind of Parliament. 
Tho struggle with Arabi [q.v.] 
caiue to a head in July, when Sir 
B. Seymour bombarded tho forts 
of Alexandria j and was ended on 
Sept. 13, when Sir Garnet Wohc- 
ley won the battle of Tcl-el-Kebir. 
But Mr, Gladstone's difficulties 
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wore ouly just beginning. The 
revolt of the .Arab tribes of tho 
Soudan, the destruction of Hicks 
Pasha's Egyptian army, tho two 
iSimldin expeditions, tho despatch 
of Gen oral Gordon to Khartoum, 
nnd long afterwards of Lord 
Wolseley’s relieving force, the 
advance of this latter, its diffi¬ 
culties and its hard-won victories, its 
failure to reach Khartoum l u timo 
to save Gordon—these things are 
too fresh in tho public memory 
to neod a detailed repetition. The 
session of 1884 waaoooupied, as far 
as home politics are concerned, with 
the Franchise Bill—a Bill for ex¬ 
tending household suffrage to the 
counties, and thus completing the 
democratising of our constitution. 
Passed in the Commons, it was 
thrown out by the Lords, who, 
under tho guidance of Lord Salis¬ 
bury, declined to pass it until the 
“Redistribution scheme was before 
them. But after an autumn of 
popular. ee demonstrations >s a 
series of conferences between tho 
Liberal and Tory loadord were 
held, in which the lines of a 
Redistribution Bill were settled. 
After this both Bills passed in 
due course (1885), but soon after¬ 
wards, on Juno 9, Mr, Gladstone 
was overthrown by a vote on 
the Budget, and Lord Salisbury 
came into power. At tho gene¬ 
ral election of Uov. 1885 the 
Liberals were returned with num¬ 
bers almost exactly equal to those 
of Tories audParnellites combined. 
Soon afterwards Mr. Gladstone 
returned to office, and at the same 
time caused it to be known that 
ho was prepared to introduce a 
Home Buie measure. This broke 
up the Liberal party. Lord Uar- 
tington and others refused office, 
and Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. 
Trevelyan only accepted on grounds 
which were soon afterwards shown 
to be untenable. Mi*. Gladstone 
introduced his Home Rule Bill in 
a long and powerful speech on 
April 8 (tho scene in the House 


before, during, and aftor the spoech 
boing one that will not be for¬ 
gotten), and on Juno 9 the second 
reading was rejected by a majority 
of 30. Ho appealed to tho country, 
and as a result an overwhelming 
majority of Conservatives and 
Unionist Liberals was returned. 
Ho resigned without mooting Par¬ 
liament, and Lord Salisbury became 
for the second timo Prime Minister 
Aug. 3, 1886. It may be added 
that Mr. Gladstone married Cath¬ 
erine, sister of the late Sir Stephen 
Glynne M.P., and of the late Lady 
Lyttelton. Of his sons, the eldest 
sat in Paliament for some time as 
member for East Worcestershire j 
the second, the Rev. Stephen 
Gladstone, is Rector of Hawardon ; 
and the third, Mr. Herbert Glad¬ 
stone, has sat, since 1880, for 
Leeds. 

GLAISHER, James, P.R.S., was 
horn in Loudon in 1809. In 1829 
ho was appointed Assistant on the 
Principal Triangulation of the 
Ordnance Survey of Ireland, and 
in that capacity was charged with 
the meteorological observations on 
the mountains Bencorr in Galway, 
and the Keepor mountain near 
Limerick, These observations were 
published by Sir Henry James in 
I860. Prom 1833 to 1836 he was 
Assistant at the Cambridge Obser¬ 
vatory. In 183C lie was appointed 
Assistant in the Astronomical De¬ 
partment of the Royal Obsorvatory, 
Greenwich, and in 1810, on the 
establishment of the Magnetioal 
and Meteorological Department, 
he was appointed its Superinten¬ 
dent, and continued to hold this 
office until bis retirement from the 
publio service at the end of 1874. 
In 1841 he began tho series of 
quarterly and annual meteorolo- 

g ical reports which have been pub- 
shed by the Registrar-General in 
his Quarterly and Annual Reports, 
without any interruption from that 
time to the present. Those meteoro¬ 
logical reports are the result of the 
reduction and discussion of tho ob- 
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eervations of about sixty voluntary 
observers scattered over England. 
Hr. Glaisher was elected a Fellow of 
the Royal Society in 1819, and was 
the founder of the Royal Meteorolo¬ 
gical Society, of which ho waa Secre¬ 
tary for nearly twenty years, and 
President in 1807-8. lie is also a 
past President of the Royal Micro¬ 
scopical Society. On the death of 
the late Lord Chief Baron Sir F. 
Pollock, he succeeded him as third 
President of the Photographic So¬ 
ciety of Great Britain, an office 
which he still holds. He has also 
since 1880 been the Chairman of 
the Executive Cowmitteo of the 
Palestine Exploration Fund. He 
was a Juror in the Class of Scien¬ 
tific and Philosophical Instruments 
at the Exhibitions of 1851 and 1863, 
and was the Reporter of this Class 
in 1851. He is the author of a 
" Report on the Meteorology of 
London in relation to the Cholera- 
epidemic of 1853-4/ 1 published by 
the Board of Health in 1855, and 
of a "Report on the Meteorology 
of India in relation to the Health 
of the Troops” (1803), whi ch formed 
an Appendix to a Report of a Royal 
Commission on the Army in India. 
He was a member of the Royal 
Commission on the Warming and 
Ventilation of Dwellings (1857),foe 
which he conducted most of the ex¬ 
periments, and wrote the report. He 
is the author of more than a hun¬ 
dred hooka and papers relating to 
astronomy, meteorology, and theory 
of numbers. In 1815 he published 
Tub « Hygrometrical Tables," which 
has passed through six editions, 
and is regarded as a fundamental 
work in connection with meteoro¬ 
logy, "A Memoir on the Radiation 
of Heat from various Substances," 
published in the "Philosophical 
Transactions” for 1818, and cer¬ 
tain papers on the forms of snow 
crystals, published in 1855, ore 
also noticeable. Between 1863 and 
18GG he made twenty-nine balloon 
ascents for scientific purposes, in 
one of which (Sept. 5, 1863), ho 


attained the greatest height yet 
reached (nearly suvon miles). He 
was insensible for more than ton 
minutes, and Mr. Coxwell, the 
aeronaut, only just succeeded in 
opening the valve by pulling it 
with his teeth. The results are 
printod in tho Reports of the 
British Association. The observa¬ 
tions mode were, very numerous 
and varied, and still form a unique 
series. Some of tho results have 
been published in a popular form 
in " Travels in the Air.” Ho trans¬ 
lated and edited " The Atmo¬ 
sphere" (by Flammarson), and 
" The World of Comets ” (by Guil- 
lemin). After his retirement 
from the Royal Observatory he 
devoted himself to the compaction 
of the Factor Tables begun by 
Burckhardt in 1811, and continued 
by Dace in 18G2-5, Burckbardt 
published the first throe millions, 
and Daco the seventh, eighth, and 
ninth. The three intervening mil¬ 
lions have been calculated by Mr, 
Glaisher, and published, with a 
full enumeration relating to the 
whole nine millions, in 3 vols., 4 to 
(Taylor & Francis, 1879-83), 
GLEICHEN (Count), H.S.H. 
Prince Victor Ferdinand Francis 
Eugene Guatavus Adolphus Con¬ 
stantine Frederic, of Hoheuloho 
Langcnburg, was born at Lnngon- 
burg, Nov. 11,1833. Ho is brother 
of tho reigning Prince Hermann 
Ernest Francis Bernard, and son 
of the late Frinco Ernest, and tho 
Princess Feodor, daughter of the 
late Prince Emich Charles of Lcin- 
ing an. Prince Victor of Ilohenlohe 
is therefore bho nephew of Her 
Majesty the Queen. Ho is a re¬ 
tired captain in the Royal Navy, 
nnd served in the Baltic campaign 
of 1864, with the Naval Brigado 
before Sebastopol in 1855, and in 
the China war of 1857. In common 
with many membors of the Royal 
family, he possesses a keen taste 
for the arts, and has exhibited 
statues at the Royal Academy and 
other exhibitions of sculpture since 
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18G7, Among his numerous works 
may be mentioned a fine marble 
group of " Tlie Doluge ; ” an ideal 
figuro for his mother’s grave at 
Baden, several statuettes and busts 
of members of tho Royal family, 
and a monumental figure of Sir 
George Soymour, In 1875 he 
undertook, at tho desire of Colonel 
Loyd Lindsay, a colossal statue of 
Alfred tlio Great, in Sicilian marble, 
for erection in the market-place of 
Wantage, the birthplace of the 
Saxon monarch. On the comple¬ 
tion of the statue in 1877 it was 
presented to the inhabitants of the 
town by Colonel Lindsay. The 
ceremony of inauguration was per¬ 
formed by the Prince of Wales, the 
cousin of the sculptor, and was the 
occasion of great rejoicings in the 
neighbourhood (July 14, 1877). 
Prince Victor of Hohenlohe holds 
the office of Governor and Con¬ 
stable of Windsor Castle, and 
boars for himself, his wife (Lama, 
youngest daughter of the late Ad¬ 
miral Sir George Seymour, G.C.B.J, 
and for liis descendants by this 
marriage, his second title of Count 
Gleichon. 

GLEIGh The Rev. George Robert, 
the son of a Scotch Bishop, born 
in 179G, was educated at Glasgow 
and at Balliol College, Oxford, 
which ha entered at the early age 
of fifteen. After keeping six terms, 
he chose the military profession, 
received a commission in 1812, and 
joined the army of the Luke of 
Wellington in 1813. His career in 
the Peninsula formed the subject 
of his very amusing book, "The 
Subaltern, published in 1825. He 
served in the campaigns of Wash¬ 
ington and New Orleans, was 
wounded at the capture of Wash¬ 
ington, returned to Oxford, com¬ 
pleted his studies there, and took 
orders. In 1822 he was presented 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
first to the perpetual curacy of 
Ash, and afterwards to the rectory 
of Ivychuich, both in Kent, and in 
18-14 was made Chaplain of Chelsea 


Hospital. In 1816 he became Chap- 
lain-Gonoral to the Forces* and 
having devised a scheme for the 
education of the soldiers, waa ap¬ 
pointed Inspector-General of Mili¬ 
tary Schools, and Prebendary of 
St. Paul’s. In addition to " The 
Subaltern/'' he has written " Cam¬ 
paigns at Washington and New 
Orleans/’ “ The Lives of Military 
Commanders/’ " The History of 
India,” "The History of the Bible,” 
" The Story of the Battle of Water¬ 
loo/’ "The Life of Lord Clive,” 
"The Life of Warren Hastings,” 
" Life of the Luke of Wellington/’ 
" Memoirs of Sir Thomas Munro,” 
" Traditions of Chelsea Hospital,” 
" Chronicles of Waltham,” "Coun¬ 
try Curate,” " The Family History 
of England,” " Germany Visited,” 
" The Hussar,” " Military History 
of Great Britain/’ " Soldier's Help 
to Divine Truth,” and " Things 
! Old and New.” In 1872 he retired 
into tho country, whore he wrote 
"The Great Problem” in 1874; 
and in 1875, in consecjucnce of a 
severe illness, ho resigned the 
office of Chaplain-General to the 
Forces. Mi’. Gleig was a frequent 
contributor to BlaclcwoocVs and 
Fraser’s Magazine s, and to the 
Quarterly and Edinburgh Reviews, 
As one of the original Governors 
of Wellington College, he took a 
lively interest in that institution, 
till advancing years compelled him 
to seok perfect rest. 

GLOUCESTER and BRISTOL, 
Bishop of. See Emjcott, Lb. 

GXYN, Isabella, a distinguished 
actress, was born at Edinburgh, 
May 22, 1825. The strict Presby¬ 
terian views of her family led 
them to oppose her inclination for 
the stage; hut coming by chance 
among a company of amateurs, 
who were engaged in getting up a 
performance for the St, James’s 
Theatre, in London, she took the 
leading female character. At Paris, 
under M. Miohelot, of the Con¬ 
servatoire, she began her edu¬ 
cation for the French stage; and 
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returning home in 181G, was ad¬ 
vised to devote herself wholly to 
the English drama. Under the 
guidance of Mr. Charles Kemble 
she began to study Shakespeare, 
and between 1847-40 appeared with 
success as Lady Constance,, Portia, 
Hermione, and othor celebrated 
characters. In 1852 she played the 
leading part in Webster’s" Duchess 
of Haiti,” Miss GUyn has given, in 
the metropolis and the provinces, 
readings from Shakspere, which 
have proved very successful, and 
reappeared at the Princess’s as 
Cleopatra, in May, 1807. She went 
to the United States on a reading 
tour in 1870, Miss Glyu was mar¬ 
ried at Glasgow, in 1853, to Mr. 
Dallas, but the marriage was, on 
her petition, dissolved by the Di¬ 
vorce Court m 1874. Mr. Dallas 
died on Jan. 17, 1879. 

GNEIST, Rudolph,, Doctor of 
Laws, Professor of Jurisprudence 
in the University of Berlin, was 
born in that city, Aug. 13, 1816. 
After the usual course of study at 
the gymnasium and university, he 
adopted the legal profession, and 
in 1833 beoame " Auscultator.” In 
1841 he was Assessor before the 
Superior Court, or " Chamber,” and 
in 1816 Assistant-Judge in the 
Supreme Tribunal. This post, and 
with it the judicial career, lie aban¬ 
doned in 1850. Already, in 1839, 
he was a privat-doccnt in law; in 
ISIJ, professor; in 1872-4, rector 
and pro-rector. His parliamentary 
career began in 1818, with a seat, 
wliieh he still retains, in the Muni¬ 
cipal Council. Prom 1858 to the 
present time, ho has boon a mem¬ 
ber of the Prussian Lower House ; 
in the Imperial Parliament he has 
sat from the first. In the Prussian 
House of Deputies he sits for a 
district in the province of Saxony ; 
in the Reichstag he is elected from 
the district of Landeshut, In his 
earlier days he belonged to the so- 
called “fraction Yincke;” later 
he was leader of the Left Centre j 
and now he ranks among the Na¬ 


tional Liberals, lie is the author 
of numerous works on historical, 
constitutional and social subjects, 
the most important being: "The 
Constitution of Trial by Jury in 
Germany,” 1818; “Nobility and 
Knighthood in England,” 1853 ; 
"The English Constitutional and 
Administrative Law of the Present 
Day,” 1857-63, of which the sootion 
of " The English System of Land- 
tax,” 1850, was published sepa¬ 
rately ; " The History of Self- 
Government in England,” two vole., 
1863 ; " Self-Government, Commu¬ 
nal Constitution, and Administra¬ 
tive Tribunals in England,” third 
edition, 1871; and " Administra¬ 
tion, Justico, Modo of Law and 
Self-Government,according to Eng¬ 
lish and German conditions,” 18G9; 
"Der Reclitsstaat,” 1872;! "Dio 
Prenssischo Finanzreform," 1881; 
" Englischo Yerfassungsgesclii- 
chto,” 1882. Tho last-named has 
boon recently translated into 
English. 

GOBLET, Rene, French states¬ 
man, was born at Aire-sur-la-Lys, 
Nov. 26, 1828. Ho was called to 
the Par at Amiens, and under the 
Empire took an active part in the 
establishment of a Liberal news¬ 
paper. He resigned his legal ap¬ 
pointments in 1871, in order to 
enter political life, and was elected 
to the National Assembly, lie 
identified himself with the Repub¬ 
lican Left, and in the important 
debates in which he took part soon 
made his mark as an orator. At 
the general election of L870 ho 
failed in his candidature for tho 
representation of Amiens, but in 
the following year was successful, 
and in 1879 was appointed Under 
Secretary of State for Justice. At 
the same time he took a prominent 
pail) in the affairs of his own town, 
and was Mayor of Amiens, and 
representative for its north-east 
division at the Council of tho 
Somme. In Aug. 1881, he was re¬ 
dacted for Amiens, and in M, de 
Freyeinet’s Cabinot of 1882 was 
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appointed Minister of the Interior. 
He resigned with his colleagues on 
the Egyptian Question oil July 2D 
of the same year. After tlio fall of 
M. Ferry, M. Goblet was appointed 
Minister of Education and Public 
Worship in tlio Cabinet c»f M, 
Brisson, in which capacity he in¬ 
troduced many important reforms, 
lie resigned office with the Brisson 
Ministry in 1883, but was ap¬ 
pointed to the aamo post under the 
new Prime Minister, M. do 5Voy- 
cinet (Jan. 1880). In the long and 
important debate before the Senate 
on the subject of lay organization 
and primary education, M, Goblet 
made several striking speeches, his 
speech of Feb. 4th in particular 
being pronounced so admirable 
that it was ordered by the Senate 
to be published throughout the 
whole of Prance. On the fall of 
the Preycinet Cabinet in Dec, 1886, 
M. Goblet became Prime Minister, 
taking upon himself the additional 
offices of Minister of the Interior 
and ad interim Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. 

GODDARD, Arabella, pianist, 
daughter of Mr. T. Goddard, of 
Welbecfc Street, born at St, Servau, 
near Sfc. Malo, in Brittany, in Jan. 
1830, almost from infancy showed 
an extraordinary tasto for music, , 
which was fostered by her parents. 
On her first appearance in public, i 
at a concert given for some chari¬ 
table purpose in her native village 
of St. Servan, when she played a 
fantasia on themes from Mozart’s 
"Don Juan/’ she was little more 
than four years of age. At this 
time the promise of future celebrity 
in the child was go great, that her 
parents removed with her to Paris, 
where she received lessons from 
Kalkbronner. ReturningtoLondon 
soon after the revolution of Feb. 
1818, Mr. and Mrs. Goddard con¬ 
fided the cultivation of them 
daughter’s musical talents to Mrs. 
Anderson, her Majesty’s pianiste . 
She was only eight years of age 
when she was colled upon to per¬ 
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form at Buckingham Palaoe before 
her Majesty and the late Prince 
Albert, who highly complimentod 
her on her playing. Tho comple¬ 
tion of her musical education was 
intrusted to Thalberg, under whoso 
able tuition she rapidly progressed, 
and in a short time she could play 
the most difficult passages at sight j 
in addition to which her musical 
memory was surprising. She first 
appoared in public, at a matindo at 
her father’s residence, March 30, 
1860 j and in Oct. made her debut 
at the Grand National Concerts, 
when she played the "Elisire” 
fantasia, and tho " Tarantella " of 
Thalberg, with marked success. 
From that time she appeared fre¬ 
quently in public, and established 
her fame by her performance of 
various fantasias by Thalberg, 
Prudent, &c. The first perform¬ 
ances of MiBS Goddard at the con- 
' certs given at Her Majesty’s 
Theatre were confined principally 
to works of the modern romantic 
school. She has Bince become 
equally distinguished as a pianiste 
in more classical compositions. 
Miss Goddard afterwards became 
tho pupil of Mr. G. A, Maofarren, 
under whom she studied harmony j 
and left England for a tour on tho 
Continent in 185X, visiting Paris, 
Leipzig, Berlin, Vienna, Florence, 
and nearly all the principal cities 
of France, Germany, and Italy; 
giving concerts, and meeting with 
groat success. She 3*efcurned to 
England in May, 1856, and in 1860 
was married to Mr. Davison, a 
musical critic, though she, in 
public and private concerts, has 
retained her maiden name. Miss 
Goddard took her farewell of the 
British public at St. James’s Hall, 
Feb. 11,1873, and soon afterwards 
went on a professional tour through 
Australia, the Sandwich Islands, 
and the United States. She re¬ 
turned to England in April, 1876. 

GODLEY, John Arthur, C.B., son 
of the late J. R. Godley, of Rille- 
gar, co. Leitrim, and of Charlotte, 
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daughter of the lale C. G. Wynne, 
Esq., of Vedas, Denbighshire, was 
horn in Portman Square, London, 
Juno 17, 1817, and educated at 
Rugby and at Balliol College, 
Oxford j ho obtained the Hertford, 
Ireland, and Eldon Law Scholar¬ 
ships, and other distinctions, and 
took liis M.A. degree in 1873. He 
was a Fellow of Hertford Oolloge 
from 1R74 to 1881, was private 
secretary to the Eight Hon. W. E. 
Gladstone, 1872-74; to Earl Gran¬ 
ville, 1873-80; and again to Mr. 
Gladstone, 1880-82; was a Commis¬ 
sioner of Inland Revenue, 1882-83, 
and in 1R83 was appointed perma¬ 
nent Under-Secretary of Stato for 
India* which post he now holds. 
He was made a C.B. in 1882. In 
1871 Mr. Goclley married Miss 
Sarah Janies, only daughter of the 
first Lord Nortkbourne. 

GODWIN, George, V.R.S.,E.S. A., 
the son of an architect, bom at 
Brompton, Middloscx, in Jan. 1815, 
was, in 1835, rewarded by a medal 
from tko Royal Institute of British 
Architects for an "Essay oil Con¬ 
crete,” which was afterwards trans¬ 
lated into several languages. In 
1838 ho published a work on the 
rf Churches of London,” and in 1839 
became one of the founders and 
honorary secretary of the London 
Art Union. Amongst his chief 
works as an architect are St.Mary’s, 
West Brompton, St. Judo’s, and 
St. Luke’s, South Kensington, and 
the restoration of Kedcliffe Church, 
Bristol. He is a Follow of the 
Royal and Antiquarian Societies, a 
Vice-President of the Royal Insti¬ 
tute of British Architects, and was 
one of the jurors at the Groat 
Exhibition of 1851. Mr. Godwin, 
who is the author of " History in 
Ruins,” 3853 \ "London Shadows,” 
1854; " Town Swamps and Social 
Bridgesi” "Memorials of Workers;” 
and " Another Blow for Life ; ” 
contributed largely to the Civil 
Engineer and Architects* Journal , 
the Art Jow*nal 3 etc., and has been 
editor of the Builder since 1844. 


In 1883 ho received the Quoon’s 
Gold Medal, and to coimnomorate 
it founded a Bursary of £10 per 
annum at the Institute of Archi¬ 
tects to encourage the study of 
foreign architecture. Mr. Godwin 
was a member of the recent Royal 
Commission on the Housing of the 
Working Classes. 

GODWIN, Parke, was horn at 
Paterson, New Jersey, Fob. 23,lHlii. 
He graduated from Princeton Col¬ 
lege in 183 i, studiod law and was 
admitted to practice, but preferred 
literary pursuits. He married a 
daughter of Wil liam Cullen Bryant, 
and from 1837 until within a low 
years was connected with the New 
Yorh Evening Post. Ho odited in 
3813-1 The Pat}\jmder> a literary 
journal, and was for some years 
a contributor to the Democratic 
Review. Of Putnam's Magazine, lie 
was for a considerable time the 
principal editor, and always a con¬ 
tributor. Two volumes of critical 
and miscollnnoowj ewwya in thus 
magazine have been collected under 
the title, "Out of the Vast,” 18/0. 
Besides his almost continuous jour¬ 
nalistic labour, he has translated 
and edited Goethe’s "Autobio¬ 
graphy,” Zschoklce’s " Tales j ” 
" Undine; ” " Sintram and liis 
Companions;” and compilod a 
"Handbook of Universal Biogra¬ 
phy” (3851) j now od. ontitlod 
" Cyclopcodia of Biography,” 1878 ; 
and has written, among other 
works, "A Popular View of the 
Doctrines of Fourier” (1844) S 
"Constructive Democracy;” and 
"Vala, a Mythological Tale” 
(1851). Many years ago lie began 
an elaborate " History of Franco,” 
of which only the firs l volume lias 
been published, During the ad¬ 
ministration of President J 5 olk he 
was Deputy Collector of New York, 
and subsequently entered the Re¬ 
publican party on its formation. In 
1883 he published a " Biography 
of Win. Cullen Bryant,” in 2 vols. f 
and superintended a now edition 
of his poems* 
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GOE, The Rev, Field Flowers, 
D.D., son of the lato Mr, Field 
Flowers Goe, solicitor., was born at 
Louth, Lincolnshire, in 1R132. JIo 
was oducatcd at King -Edward’s 
Grammar School, Louth, and after 
studying; law for n time wont to 
Oxford in 1831, graduating; at 
Magdalon Hall (now Hertford Col¬ 
lege) in 1857, He was ordained in 
1838 hy tlio Archbishop of York to 
the Curacy of Christ Church, Hull, 
and in the same year was ordained 
priest, and succeeded the Boy. John 
Bing na Incumbent of that church. 
He held this post until 3 873, when 
lie was appointed to the Rectory of 
Sunderland. Four years later ho 
was appointed by the Lord Chan¬ 
cellor to the Rectory of St. George’s, 
Bloomsbury, In 1884 he was Select 
Preacher to the University of Cam¬ 
bridge. Mr. Goe has always taken 
an active part in the meetings of 
the Church Congress and in paro¬ 
chial missions, and has been one of 
the representatives of the Rural 
Deaneiy of St.'"George’s, Blooms¬ 
bury, in the London Diocesan Con¬ 
ference. In Oct. 1880, ho was 
selected by Lord Salisbury to fill 
tlio Bishopric of Melbourne, vacant 
by tho translation of Dr. Moorhouse 
to the See of Manchester. At the 
presont date (Nov. 1886) it is in¬ 
tended that his consecration shall 
take place in Westminster Abboy 
in Fob. 1887. 

GOLDSCHMIDT, Meier, poet, 
novelist, and journalist, is tho son 
of Aaron Goldschmidt, and of his 
wife Lea Rothschild, and was born 
at Yordinborg, in the island of 
Zealand, Denmark, Oct* 26, 1810. 
He studied at the University of 
Copenhagen, and first appeared as 
an author in 1840, when ho founded 
The Corsair , a weekly paper, sati¬ 
rical, eesthetical, and political, at¬ 
tacking the then absolute Govern¬ 
ment of Denmark, and although 
vehemently persecuted, he contri¬ 
buted to the wide and deep breach 
in Danish absolutism through which 
liberty subsequently marched in. 


In his new nmgazino, North and 
South, ho contended for tho mode¬ 
rate exercise of liberty, and for 
tho education of the peoplo, so 
that they might become fit for the 
enj oyment and exorcise of its rights, 
and against that policy which has 
since led to tlio national disasters. 
Goldschmidt’s works are "A Jew,” 
translated into German and Eng¬ 
lish, of which several editions have 
appeared under the titlos of "The 
Jew of Denmark,” and “ Jacob 
Bardixen the Jew:" ff Homeless,” 
translated into German and Eng¬ 
lish ; “ The Hoir 5 ” “ The Rock $ ” 
re Lovo Tales from Many Lands j" 
and many smaller tales in Danish, 
German, and English. Besides 
these, he has published several 
dramas, to two of which the laurel 
| crown has boon awarded. 

GOLLSMID, Major-General Sir 
Frederic John, C.B., K.C.S.I., born 
at Milan, in Lombardy, Aug. 19, 
1818, was educated at the private 
English School of tho Rev. Mr. 
Maturin in Paris, at King’s College 
School, and at King’s College, Lon¬ 
don. He was appointed ensign in 
the Madras Army in 1839 3 lieute¬ 
nant in 1840 ; caj)tain in 1851 5 
brevet major in 185G; major in 
18613 brevet lieut.-colonol in 1803; 
lieut.-col. in 1863; bi*evet col. in 
1870 3 and retired with rank of 
major-general from 1st January, 
1875. From 1839 to 183G he held 
several military staff appointments, 
general and regimental 3 but from 
1832 to 1873 he was chiefly in civil 
and political employ . From 1805 
to 1870 ho was chief director of the 
Government Indo-European Tele¬ 
graph 3 from 1870 to 1873, Boundary 
Commissioner and Arbitrator for 
the Eastern Frontiers of Persia, 
with the rank of major-general. 
He served in tho Chinese campaign 
of 1810-42 j and with the Turkish 
troops in the Eastern Crimea in 
1855-5G 3 was afterwards employed 
on several official missions, espe¬ 
cially in India, Persia, and inter¬ 
vening countries 3 among tho later 
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of those, to Makran in 18G1,1803, 
and 1809 ; through Turkish Arabia 
and Asia Minor to Constantinople 
in 1801; to Eastern Persia and 
Baluchistan in 1800-70-71 ; and 
Western-Afghanis tun in 1872. Ho 
laid down the Perso-Balnch frontier 
in 187 L ; and arbitrated on the 
Pcrso-A fglian frontier in 1872. In 
1877 lie was appointed British 
Commissioner on the International 
Commission for Immigration of 
Indian Coolies in the French island 
of Bourbon, and was employed on 
a later commission assembled 
in Paris on the same question in 
1SS0. He was English Controller of 
Dai'ra Bunich, in Egypt, from 1880 
to 1883; proceeding to the Congo 
in the latter year for H.M. the 
King of the Belgians. Bosides 
pumplets or miscellaneous writings 
of a minor character, lie published 
in 1871, a volume entitled ,f Tele¬ 
graph and Travel j” edited "East¬ 
ern Persia ” in 1870 j and published 
the "Life of Sir James Outram” 
(2 vols.) in 1880. He was created 
a C.B. m 1800; K.C.S.I. in 1870 ; 
lius the 2nd class Order of the 
OBmaniya, 4th class Order of the 
Mejidie, the China Medal, Turkish 
Wnr Medal, Egyptian War Medal, 
and Khedive's Bronze Star. He is 
a Fellow of the Royal Geographical 
Society, and membeT (and secre¬ 
tary) of the Royal Asiatic Society. 

GOLDSMID, Sir Julian, M.P., 
eldest son of the late Frederick 
Goldsmid, was horn in Oct. 3838. 
Ho was educated at University 
College, London, and was called to 
the Bar at Lincoln's Inn in Jan. 
1801, when ho chose the Oxford 
Circuit. Ho is a magistrate and 
deputy-lieutenant for Kent, and a 
Fellow of and also Treasurer of 
University College, London. He 
sat as a Liberal for Honiton from 
March, 180G, till its disfranchise¬ 
ment in 1808, when he was an 
unsuccessful candidate for Mid- 
Surrey. He was returned for 
Rochester in July, 1870, and sat 
for that constituency until 1880, 


between which date and Nov. 3885, 
he more than once unsuccessfully 
sought re-election. He was re¬ 
turned for South St. Pancrns in 
1885, and again as a Unionist 
Liberal in 1880. 

GONCOURT, Edmond Louis An¬ 
toine Huot do, a French waiter, 
born at Nancy, May 2G, 1822, is a 
grandson of Jean Antoine Huot do 
Goncourt, a deputy in the National 
Assembly of 1789. As on author 
lie became known by a long scries of 
works written in conjunction with 
liia brother, Jules Alfred Huot de 
Goncourt, who was born at Paris 
in 1830, and who died at Auteuil in 
June, 1870. Some wero novels ; 
others, and tho more important, 
wore a series of studies on tho 
society and art of the 18th century 
in France. Tho two brothers pub¬ 
lished in their joint names, "En 
18 . . a novel, 1851; " Salon do 
1852” j " Les Mysteres dcs 
Theatres,” 1863; "La Lorette,” 
1853; " Histoire de la Society 
Fran^aise pendant la Revolution, 
et sous la Directoiro,” two vols., 
1851-5 j "La Revolution dans las 
Mcmirs,” 1851; "La Pointure k 
rExposition Univoxaelle de 1855”; 
" Les Actricos,” 185G j " Uue Voi- 
ture de Masques,” 185G, republished 
under the title of " Quclques Crea¬ 
tures de ce temps,” 1870 ; " Por¬ 
traits intimes du XVIII'' Siiyclo,” 
two series, 1850-58 j " Sophie 
Arnould d'npres sa coiTospon dance 
et sos momoiros in&lits, 1857;

1858 j "Les Maitresses do Louis 
XV2 vols., 1800 ; " Les Homines 
de Lettros,” 1800, a novel repub¬ 
lished under tho title of " Charles

GONZALEZ, Gen, Manuel, was 
born in Tamaulipas in 1836. He 
was bound to a mercantile career, 
but relinquished it to enter the 
army. Ho was one of the 
leaders in the various attempts to 
overthrow the successive Mexi¬ 
can Governments, which occurred 
so frequently prior to 187G. At the 
end of President Diaz's first term of 
offioe in 1880, Gen. Gonzalez was 
elected his successor, sorving as 
President until Dec., 188 fc. 

GOOCH, Sir Daniel, Dart, M.P., 
bom in 1816 at Dedlington, North¬ 
umberland, studied the profession 
of an engineer at Newcastle, under 
the late Robert Stephenson, and 
in the largo iron-works of South 
Wales. Ho was chief locomotive 
engineer to the Great Western 
Pailway for twenty-seven years, is 
chairman of the Board of Directors 
of that company, and is a distin¬ 
guished Freemason, having been at 
one time Grand Sword-bearer of 
England, and is Provincial Grand 
Master of Berks and Bucks. He was 
one of the original shareholders of 
the Great Easterns one of the mort¬ 
gagees to whom it was mortgaged 
for .£100,000; and when the vessel 
was sold for -625,000,over and above 
all liens upon her, was one of the 
purchasers, with a view to employ¬ 
ing her in the laying of the Atlantic 
cablo. Sir Daniel, who was returned 
for Cricklado in July, 18G5, is chair¬ 
man of the Great Eastern Steam¬ 
ship Company, chairman of the 
Telegraph Construction and Main- 
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I tenance Company, and a director 
I of the Anglo-American Company. 
The dignity of a baronet was con¬ 
ferred upon him after the laying 
of the Atlantic cablo, Nov. 13, 
18GG. 

GOOD ALL, Frederick, R.A., son 
of the late Mr. Edward Goodall, 
the eminent ongraver (who died 
April 11, 1870), was born in Lon¬ 
don, Sept. 17,1822. At thirteen he 
was taken from school, and placed 
in the studio of his father to learn 
the art of engraving; but soon 
after it was resolved that he should 
become a paintei—still, however, 
under the superintendence of his 
father, whose general knowledge of 
art well qualified him to be the 
instructor. Before ho was fifteen 
he had won the "Isis/ 3 and the 
large silver medals of the Society 
of Arts. In 1838 ha went on a 
sketching tour through Normandy. 
In 1839, whon hut sevontecn, he 
exhibited his first picture at the 
Academy — " Card Players/ 3 a 
cleverly painted interior of a 
Normandy cabaret, with French 
soldiers playing cards. Subsequent 
visits to Normandy, Brittany, and 
Ireland, supplied him with mate¬ 
rials for a long series of popular 
pictures, some of which were pur¬ 
chased by Smnuol Rogers, Mr. 
Wells, of JEtedleaf, the Marquis of 
Lansdownc, Mr. T. Baring, and 
other distinguished patrons of art. 
One of these early pictures, " The 
Return from Christening/ 3 received 
a prize of .£50 from the British In¬ 
stitution. Another, "The Tired 
Soldier 33 (painted in 1842, and a 
remarkable work for a youth of 20), 
was purchased by Mr. Vernon, In 
1847 the elaborate " Village Holi¬ 
day/ 3 also bought by Mr. Vernon, 
and now, with the preceding, in 
the National Gallery, greatly ex¬ 
tended liis reputation. Other im¬ 
portant pictures drawn from old 
English fife were " Hunt the Slip¬ 
per 33 and "Raising the Maypole/ 3 
1851, A charming scene from 
Milton’s rf L J Allegro 33 was in a 
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walk lio had seldom trod. In 1853 
ho was elected an Associate of the 
Academy, Two years later he ex¬ 
hibited (f An Episode of tlio Hap¬ 
pier Days of Charles I.,” represent¬ 
ing a wator party in the Royal 
barge at Hampton Court; and 
after this came "The Swing” 
(1855), and "Cranmer at the Trai¬ 
tor's Gate” (185G), engraved in 
line by his father. In 1857 Mr. 
Goodall visited Venice and Chiog- 
gia, whore he made studies for 
" Felice Bollarin reciting Tasso.” 
which was not completed for the 
following exhibition, but exhibited 
in 1859. The winter of 1858 and the 
spring of 1859 ho spent in Egypt 
and several pictures have been 
the result of that journey. In 18G3 
he was elected a Royal Academician. 
Since then ho has exhibited " The 
Song of tlio Nubian Slave,” his 
diploma work, and " The Messenger 
from Sinai at the Wells of Moses,”

GOODWIN, The Right Rev. 
Harvey, D.D., Bishop of Carlisle, 
formerly Dean of Ely, son of the 
late Charles Goodwin, Esq., was 
born at King's Lynn, Norfolk, in 
1818, and educated privately. En¬ 
tering Caius College j Cambridge, 
in 183G, ho graduated as second 
Wrangler and Smith's Prizeman in 
1840. Ho was Follow and Mathe¬ 
matical Lectnror of his College, and 
incumbent of St. Edward's CJiuroli, 
Cambridge, from 1818 to 1858, dur¬ 
ing part of which time lie held the 
BulseanLoctureshiii in the Univer¬ 
sity. Ho was Dean of Ely from 
1858to 18G9, when lie was appointed 
Bishop of Carlisle in succession to 
Dr. Waldcgravo. He is tho author 
of " A Memoir of Bishop Macken¬ 
zie /' " Essays on tlio Pentatouyh /' 
a " Commentary on St. Matthew, 
St. Mark, and SI. Luko /*" Hulseun 
Lectures,” in 1855-G : " Lectures on 
the Church Catochism a " Guido 
to the Parish Church,” Parish Ser¬ 
mons, University Sermons, etc., 
"Walks in tho Region of Science 
and Faith,” 1883 j and of some 
mathematical treatises, including 
an " Elementary Course of Mathe¬ 
matics/'** Mathematical Problems, 1 
"Elomontary Statics,” "Elemen¬ 
tary Dynamics/' Dr. Goodwin 
was the first to propose the erec¬ 
tion of a Church House as tho 
Church of England's celebration of 
the Queen's Jubilee. 

GORDON, The Hon. Sir Arthur 
Hamilton, G.C.M.G., Governor of 
Ceylon, youngest son of Gaorge, 
fourth Earl of Aberdeen, some- 
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time Prime Minister of England, 
by his second wife Harriet, 
daughter of the late Hon. John 
Douglas, was born Nov., 20,1829. 
In 1851 ho was elected in the 
Liberal interest for Beverley* hav¬ 
ing* defeated Mr. G. W. Hastings, 
and rotained his seat until the 
general election of 1857, when he 
unsuccessfully contested Liskeard 
against Mr. Ralph Grey, who was 
afterwards appointed a Commis¬ 
sioner of Customs. Sir Arthur Gor¬ 
don was assistant private secrotary 
to his father when Foreign Secre¬ 
tary, and also when Prime Minis¬ 
ter i and he was specially attached 
to Mr. Gladstone's mission to the 
Ionian Islands in 1858. Ho was 
appointed Governor of Now Bruns¬ 
wick in 1801; Govornor of Trinidad 
in IttGG j and Governor of Mauri¬ 
tius in Oct„ 1870. In 1871 he was 
created a .Knight Commandor of 
the Order of SS. Michael and 
George. When the Fiji Islands 
were erected into a separate colony, 
called the u Colony of Fiji," Sir 
Arthiu* Gordon was appointed 
its first Governor and Commondur- 
in-Chief, Feb. -J,1875; also Consul- 
General and High Commissioner 
for the Western. Pacific, 1877. 
He was nominated a Knight 
Grand Cross of the Order of SS. 
Michael and George in Aug., 1878 j 
and appointed Governor of New 
Zealand in 1880 j and of Ceylon 
in July, 1883. Sir Arthur mar¬ 
ried in 1865, Rachel Emily, eldest 
daughter of Sir J. G. Shaw-Lefevre, 
tho Clerk of the Parliaments. 

GORDON-GUMMING, Constance 
Frederica, sixth daughter of Sir 
William Gordon-Cumming, of Al- 
tyro and Gordonstoun, Morayshire, 
was brought up in Scotland, and 
early acquired a love of nature 
and of travel. An invitation to 
join a married sister in the Him¬ 
alayas resulted in her penetrating to 
the boundaries of Chinese Tartory, 
and, the taste for travel being 
now fairly awakened, the next 
twelve years were spent in won¬ 
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dering from one country to another. 
Miss Gordon-Cumming has pub¬ 
lished accounts of her travels in 
the following volumes: " From the 
Hebrides to the Himalayas," 
"Wanderings in Cornwall and in 
Egypt," f * At Home in Fiji," " A 
Lady's Cruise in a French Man of 
War," "Fire Fountains of JEtawai," 
" Granite Crags of California," 
and " Wanderings in China." 

GORDON, John B,, born in Upson 
county, Georgia, Feb. G, 1832, 
was educated at the University 
of Georgia, and was admitted to 
the bar. At the beginning of the 
civil war he entered the Con¬ 
federate army as Captain, and 
1 rose to the rank of Major-General. 
Ho became prominent towards 
the end of tho war, especially 
during the protracted siege of 
Petersburg byGcnoral Grant, at 
the close of which ho commanded a 
division of Leo's army. His divi¬ 
sion reducod to barely 8,000 men, 
was all that remained in anna at 
the final surrender at Appomatox 
Court House. The State of Geor¬ 
gia having boon " reconstructed," 
as a member of the Union, he was 
in 1868, the Democratic candidate 
for Governor, but his Republican 
opponent was declared to be elected. 
In 1873 he was chosen Senator 
from Georgia, and re-elected in 
1879, hut resigned his seat in 1880. 
He took a leading part in the 
Senate, and although a Democrat, 
gave a moderate support to the 
policy of President Hay os. Since his 
retirement from tho Senate he has 
been interested in various railroad 
enterprises in New York, but has 
recently (1886) resumed his resi¬ 
dence in Atlanta, Georgia. 

GORGEI, Arthur, General, bom 
Fob. 5,1818, at Topporcz, in Hxm- 
gary, ontered the military school of 
Tula, where he completed the three 
years' course of study in two. His 
ability having been recognized, he 
was appointed at Vienna to the 
Hungarian body-guard, and was in 
five years promoted First Lieu- 
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tenant in the Falatinal Hussars, 
He left tlio army in order to study 
chemistry at Prague ; but the news 
of the rising in Hungary called 
him to action, and bo hastened to 
Buda-Pesth, and placed his sword 
at the disposal of the Hungarian 
ministry. The firmness of his con¬ 
duct attracted the attention* of 
Kossuth, and, until he became his 
rival, Gorgei appears to have boon 
his favourite. After the battle of 
Schwochat he assumed the chiof 
command of tho Hungarian army, 
and in that position showed great 
military talent. He was driven 
out of Raab by Windischgriitz, it 
being impossible for him to defend 
the place with his small force j was 
again repulsed at Windschaoht, 
and saved his army by a bold 
retreat over the Sturooz mountain. 
Soon after this his differences with 
the civil authorities began. Twice 
he was superseded in his command, 
and on resuming it, was alternately 
victor and vanquished. The Go¬ 
vernor and Council resigned Aug. 
11,184-9., and Kossuth made GBrgoi 
dictator in his place. Shortly after 
this the Hungarian forces laid down 
their arms. For this Gftrgei hod 
been called a traitor, though tho 
state of affairs seemed desperate 
enough to warrant submission. The 
most suspicious part of the affair 1 b 
the leniency with which he was 
treated by the victors. He went to 
Klagenfurt, was afterwards allowed 
to leave on parole, and pursued his 
favourite study of chemistry at 
Pesth. A narrative of his connec¬ 
tion with the insurrection, under 
the title of ,r My Life and Acts in 
Hungary/’ api^eared in 1851. From 
that time he has lived in retire¬ 
ment, keeping completely aloof 
from politics. In 1885 a pro¬ 
posal was made to formally rein¬ 
state him in public favour, but it 
was not well received in Hungary. 

GOEST, Sir John Eldon, Q.C., 
M.P., is a son of the late Mr. 
Edward Chaddook Lowndes (the 
last name assumed instead of Gorst), 


of Preston, Lancashire, and was 
born in May, 1835. Ho was edu¬ 
cated at St. John’B College, Cam¬ 
bridge, of which ho was sometime 
a Fellow, and was third Wrangler 
in 1857. From 1861—63 he was 
Civil Commissioner of Waikato, 
New Zealand, and in 1SG3 was 
called to the Bar at tho Inner 
Temple, becoming a Q.C. in 1875. 
In 18GG he entered Parliament as 
Conservative member for Cam¬ 
bridge, but was defeated in 18G8, 
In 1876 ho was returned for Chat¬ 
ham, which ho has continuod to 
represent over sinco. Mr. Gorst 
was from 1880 to 1885 ono of tlio 
small group of members known as 
tho Fourth Party, all of whom have 
sinco received suoh remarkable 
political advancement. In Lord 
Salisbury’s first administration 
(1885) ho was Solicitor-General, 
and in tho present Government he 
holds the post of Under-Secretary 
for India. 

GOSGHEN, The Eight Hon. George 
Joachim, M.P., son of tho late 
William Henry Goschen, a London 
merchant, of German extraction, 
was bom Aug. 10, 1831. Ho 
received his education at Rugby, 
under Drs. Tait and Goulburn, and 
at Oriel College, Oxford, where ho 
graduated B.A., taking a first-class 
in classics, in 1863, Formerly he 
was a merchant in partnership with 
Messrs, Fruhling and Goschon, of 
Auetinfriars, but ho retired from 
that firm on taking office in tho 
Russeli-Gladstono ministry. Ho 
was returned in the Liberal interest 
for the City of London, in May, 
18G3, on tho death of Mr, W. Wood, 
and he took an activo part in tho 
movement for throwing open tho 
universities to dissenters, and the 
abolition of religious tests. Mr. 
Goschon, who was re-elected for 
the City of London, at tho hood of 
the poll, at tho general election in 
July, 1865, was made Vice-Presi¬ 
dent of the Board of Trade, Nov. 
20 , 1866, when he was sworn of the 
Privy Council, and Chancellor of 
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the Duchy of Lanoastor and a Cabi¬ 
net Minister Jan. 20, 18GG, retiring 
with tlio Russell ministry in June 
of that year. On the accession of 
Mr. Gladstone to power, in Dec. 
1868, ho was appointee! President 
of the Poor-Law Board, which office 
he held till March, 1871, when he 
succeeded Mr. Childers as First 
Lord of the Admiralty. Ho went 
out of office with his party in Feb. 
1871. At the general election 
which was held in that year he was 
the only Liberal candidate returned 
for the City. The numbers were:— 
Alderman Cotton, 8,897 j Mr. 
Twolls, 8,330} Mr. Hubbard, 8,210 \ 
and Mr. Goschen, 6,787. Aider- 
man W. Lawrence and Baron 
Rothschild foiled to secure their 
election, polling respectively only 
0,651 and 6,490 votes. In 1876 
Mr. Goschen and M. Joubert were 
chosen as delegates of the British 
and French holders of the Egyptian 
debts to concert measures for the 
conversion of tho debts. They j 
proceeded to Egypt, where they 
wore received by the Xhedive 
(Aug. 14), and eventually an agree¬ 
ment was signed at Cairo (Nov. 18) 
for a reorganisation of the finances 
and public debt of Egypt. On 
July 3.7, 1878, Mr. Goschen issued 
an address to the Liberal elcotors , 
of tho City of London, declining to 
come forward again at the next 
general election, on the ground 
that his votes on the County 
Franchise question had not been 
in accord with the views generally 
entertained by the party. Mr. 
Goschen attended the International 
Monetary Conference held at the 
Foreign Office, Pails, in Aug. 
1878, In May, 1830, immediately 
after Mr. Gladstone's accession to 
power, Mr. Goschen consented to 
undertake tho special duties of 
Ambassador Extraordinary at Con¬ 
stantinople, replacing Sir Henry 
Layard, who retired, nominally on 
leave of absence, but in fact finally. 
Before proceeding to Constanti¬ 
nople Mr. Goschen visited the 
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most important political centres in 
Europe, and tliis was the first step 
towards the formation of a Euro¬ 
pean coneort for the execution of 
the unperformed parts of the 
Treaty of Berlin. In 1881 the 
ambassadors of tho Great Powers 
in tho Conference of Constanti¬ 
nople, after long and patient 
negotiations, joined in a note 
to the Greek Government re¬ 
commending tho acceptance of 
the utmost that Turkey could bo 
brought to yield. Tho new frontier 
lino left the greater part of Epirus, 
with Janina and Metzovo, to Tur¬ 
key, giving Greece possesion of 
almost all Thessaly, and tho com¬ 
mand of the Gulf of Aria. The 
Cabinet of .Athens was forced, 
under pressure, to agree to this 
frontier line, which deprived 
Greece of nearly one-third of the 
territory promised to her at Berlin. 
It was admitted by all the Powers 
that the assent of Turkey to those 
terms was obtained chiefly through 
the persistence and firmnoas of Mr. 
Goschen. His mission came to on 
end in April, 1881. Mr. Goschen 
was appointed an Ecclesiastical 
Commissioner for England in Nov. 
1882. He has written largely on 
financial questions, and his trea¬ 
tise on "The Theory of the Foreign 
Exchanges” (5th edit.), 1801, has 
been translated into French by M. 
Leon Say. He has published in 
pamphlet form his " Speech on the 
Oxford University Tests Abolition 
BUI,” 1865, and his " Speech on 
Bankruptcy Legislation and other 
Commercial Subjects,” 1868. At 
the general election of 1885 Mr, 
Goschen, who had sat for Ripon 
since liis retirement from the re¬ 
presentation of the City of London 
in 1880, was elected, after a Bevere 
contest (in which he was opposed 
by a Radical, but obtained a great 
majority), to represent the Eastern 
Division of Edinburgh. In 1886, 
however, ho was defeated by a 
large Gladstone-Liberal majority, 
Mr, Gladstone himself having 
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denounced him as a Tory. Mr. 
Goschen had taken a foremost 
place in the campaign against the 
Home Rule Bill, in the course of 
which ho developed oratorical 
powers of the highest kind. 

GOSSE, Edmund William, only 
son of Mr. Philip Henry Gosse, 
F.R.S., was horn in London, Sept. 
21, 1819, and educated in Devon¬ 
shire. He was appointed assistant 
librarian at tho British Museum in 
1SG7; hut has held since 1875 the 
post of Translator to Lhe Board of 
Trade. In 1872 and 1874 he 
visited Norway, Denmark, and 
Sweden for tho purpose of study¬ 
ing the literature of those coun¬ 
tries j and in 1877 ho visited Hol¬ 
land with a similar purpose. His 
poetical writings consist of " Ma¬ 
drigals, Songs, and Sonnets" (in 
conjunction with a friend), 1870; 
" On Viol and Piute," lyrical 
poems, 1873; "King Erik," a 
tragedy, 1876; " The Unknown 
Lover," a drama, 1878; " New 
Poems," 1879; and "Firdausi in 
Exile, and other Poems/' 188G. 
Mr. Gosso wrote " The Masque of 
Painters," which was performed 
by the Royal Institute of Painters 
in Water Colours, on May 19,1885, 
and on subsequent evenings, with 
great success. His prose writings 
arc a volume of "Nor thorn 
Studies," 1870, consisting of criti¬ 
cal essays in Scandinavian, Dutch, 
and German literature ; a " Life of 
Gray," 1882 (English Mm of Letters 
Meries) j about thirty essays con¬ 
tributed to Ward's "English 
Poets," in 1880—81; "Seven¬ 
teenth Century Studies; a contri¬ 
bution to tho history of English 
Poetry,” 1883; and " From 
Shakespeare to Pope; an inquiry 
into tho causes of the rise of 
classical poetry in England," 1885. 
He has also edited a volume of 
" English Odes," 1881, and a com¬ 
plete edition of tho works of Gray, 
in 4 vols., 1884. In the spring of 
1884, Mr. Gosse was elected Clark 
Lecturer in English Literature at 


Trinity College, Cambridge, in tho 
place of Mr, Leslie SLophen, who 
roiired; and in 1885 ho received 
the honorary cLegreo of M.A. from 
the University of Cambridge. In 
the winter of 1884—5, Mr. Gosso, 
who had boon invited to deliver 
the Lowell Lecture b that season, 
visited America, and lectured not 
only in Boston, but before Harvard 
and Yale Colleges, before the 
Johns Hopkins University in Balti¬ 
more, and in New York. In 1875 
Mr. Gosse married a lady who 
is well known as an artist, and os 
a contributor to tho principal ex¬ 
hibitions. 

GOSSE, Philip Henry, F.R.S., 
born at Worcester, in 1810, re¬ 
moved in infancy to Poole, Dorset. 
In 1827 he went, in n mercantile 
capacity, to Newfoundland, where 
he occupiod his leisure in collect¬ 
ing insects, nnd making coloured 
drawings of them and thoir trans¬ 
formations. Aftor a residence in 
that colony of eight years, he 
visited Lowor Canada, pursuing 
zoology and enLoinology. Ho 
afterwards travelled through tho 
United States, and resided in 
Alabama for nearly a year, making 
a large collection of drawings of 
insocts, especially the fine lepi- 
doptera of that region. In 1839 
he returned to England, and 
in 1810 published "Tho Canadian 
Naturalist." In 1814 Mr. Gobbo 
visited Jamaica, and spent eighteen 
months in the collection and study 
of the zoology, and published on 
his return the result of his re¬ 
searches in "The Birds of Ja¬ 
maica," followod by an Atlas of 
" Illustrations," and " A Natu¬ 
ralist's Sojourn in Jamaica." 
During the subseqtmnt years ho 
published on " Introduction to 
Zoology," and prepared many 
works for the S. P, 0. JC He 
then devoted himself especially 
to tho microscopic study of the 
British rotifera, and took a pro¬ 
minent part in tho formation 
of public and private collections 
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of marina animals. In 1856 lie 
was olected a F.Ji.S, His remain¬ 
ing works include "The Aqua¬ 
rium/* 1851 j" A Manual of Marino 
Zoology/* 1855; "Tenby, a Seaside 
Holiday/* 1856; " Lifu in its Lowor, 
Intormodialo, and Higher Forms/* 
(857; " Actinologia Britannica; a 
History of the British Soa Ano- 
moncs and Corals/* 18G0; "Lottcrs 
from Alabama, on Natural His¬ 
tory/* " Tho Romanco of Natural 
History/* 1860-02; "A Year at the 
Shore/ 1 and " Land and Sea/* 
1805. Of late ho has been pur¬ 
suing some microscopical investi¬ 
gations on the Prehensile Arma¬ 
ture of tho Genital Organs in the 
family Papilionidco; the first-fruit 
of wluoh is now being published in 
tiie Transactions of the Linnean 
Society. In the Royal Society’s 
" Catalogue of Sclent. Papers ** 
(1803), fifty-one are attributed to 
Mr. Gosse’s pen; and he has pub¬ 
lished a few more since that 
period. 

GOT, Eraujois Jules Edmond, an 
eminent French comedian, born at 
Ligncrollcs (Orno), Oct. 1, 1822, 
received his education at tho 
College Charlemagne, and after 
being employed for a short time 
at the Prefecture of the Seine, 
entered M. Provost*s class at the 
Conservatoire, where, in 1842, he 
carried off tho second, and in 1843 
the first prize for comedy. After a 
year's compulsory service in tho 
army, he made Hs first bow to a 
Parisian audience in 1811 at the 
Comddie Fra^aise/of which Society 
ho became a member in 1850, M. 
Got*s reputation steadily increased, 
and he is now most deservedly re¬ 
garded as one of the greatest actors 
on the French stage. He excels in 
the representation of tho loading 
comic parts in the old classical 
dramas, and has created scores of 
original characters in modern 
pieces. M, Got’s name has been 
frequently before the public, in 
connection with the internal dis¬ 
sensions of the Comcdie Fran^aise. 


When M. Got and his colleagues 
of the Th&Ure Francis visited 
London in 1871, they were enter¬ 
tained at a public dinner at the 
Crystal Palaco. On Aug. 4, 1881, 
M. Turquot, the Under Secretary 
of State for Fine Arts, publicly 
eouferrod the Cross of the Legion 
of Honour on M. Got at the Con¬ 
servatoire, It was as Professor of 
tho Conservatoire that M. Got 
reeoived this high rccompen&o for 
his, services. 

GOTTLBtTRir, The Very Rev. 
Edward Meyriok, H.D., Dean of 
Norwich, son of Edward Goulbum, 
Esq., Sorjeant-nt-Law, born about 
1818, was educated at Eton and 
Balliol College, Oxford, of which 
he was elected a scholar in 1835, 
and where he graduated B.A. in 
1839, taking first-class honours in 
the School of Liters Uunianiores , 
and was elected Fellow of Merton 
College in 1811. Having held for 
some years a college tutorship 
conjointly with the incumbency of 
Holywell, in Oxford, he was elected 
in 1850 successor to Hr. Tait, Dean 
of Carlisle, m the Head-master¬ 
ship of Rugby School, from which 
post he retired in 1858. He 
preached the B.impton Lectures at 
Oxford in 1850, was appointed 
minister of Quebec Chapel and 
prebendary of St. Paul's in 1868, 
one of the Queen*s chaplains in 
ordinary, and incumbent of St. 
John's, Paddington, in 1859, and 
Dean of Norwich in 186G. In 
addition to a largo number of 
single sermons and lectures. Bean 
Goulburn has published " The 
Bootrine of the Resurrection of 
the Body, as taught in Holy 
Scripture/* eight Sermons, 1851; 
"Rudimentary Treatise on tho 
Philosophy of Grammar, with

GOuLD, Benjamin Apthorp, born 
at Boston, Massachusetts, Sept. 
27, 1824, graduated at Harvard 
College in 1814, and afterwards 
studied at Gottingen, where he 
took his degree in 1818, and was 
for some time an assistant in tho 
observatory at Altona. After 
visiting the principal observatories 
in Europe, he returned to America, 
1851, and was employed in the 
Coast Survey, having in special 
charge the longitude determina¬ 
tions, the methods of which he 
greatly improved. In 1856 he was 
appointed director of the Dudley 


Observatory, at Albany, New York, 
retaining the post until the be¬ 
ginning of 1859. In 1866 ho 
established an observatory at 
Valontia in Ireland, and mado the 
first determination of transatlantic 
longitude by telegraph cable. In 
1868 ho was appointed by tho 
Government of the Argentine 
Republic, South America, to orga¬ 
nise and direct the National Ob¬ 
servatory at Cordova, whore ho 
remained until 1883. While in 
South America he completed a set 
of maps of tho Btars visible to the 
naked eye from tho Observatory, 
and also undertook a series of zone 
observations on the southern stais. 
In 1819 he founded at Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, the Astronomical 
Journal, which ho edited until its 
suspension in 1BG1, the expenses 
being defrayed by himself and a 
few friends. His princii>nl works 
are—•" Report on tlio Discovery of 
tho Planet Neptune” (Smithsonian 
Institution Repoz*ts, 1850); " In¬ 
vestigation of the Orbit of the 
Comet V.,” 1817; "Discussions of 
Observations made by tho U. S. 
Astronomical Expedition to Chili, 
to determine the Solar Parallax,” 
1866; "On the Transatlantic 
Longitude,” 1869 ; "Military and 
Anthropological Statistics of Ame¬ 
rican Soldiers,’* 1809 ; " Ancestry 
of Zaoheus Gould/* 1872; and 
several charts of stars of scarcely 
less importance than thoso already 
noted. 

GOUNOD, Charles Francois, com¬ 
poser, was born at Paris, June 17, 
1818. After tho usual course of 
training in musical science, and 
the probationary attempts in com¬ 
position common to professional 
novitiates, M. Gounod became 
known as a lyric compose]' for tho 
stage by his pastoral of " Philemon 
and Baucis/' This was followed 
by "La Nonne Sanglante; ” 
" Sappho/’ a cantata; and " La 
Colombe” Although these workB 
contained unquestionable marks of 
genius, none achieved success,

Indeed, few composers who have 
risen to eminence have had more 
failures at the outset of their 
career than the author of ono of 
the most successful of modern 
operas, " Faust,” which, although 
not actually the first successful work 
of Gounod, took all tho lovers of 
operatic music by surprise. What 
rendered hie success more remark¬ 
able was the fact that, though 
Goethe’s masterpiece had been 
previously set to music u hundred 
times, not one of these efforts was 
considered worthy of the theme. 
M. Gounod is tho composer, 
amongst other works, of a comic 
opera founded on Molicre’s Medi- 
cin malgrtf lui,” produced in 
London by the English Opera 
Company under the title of tho 
“ Mock Doctor;" of " La Heine de 
Saba j ” w Mirelle,” brought out 
in London inlBGlj "Romeo and 
Juliet/ 5 produced at Paris and 
London in 1867; and "Polyeuuto,” 
produced at the Grand Opera, 
Paris, Oct. 7,1878. Ho was elected 
a member of the French Institute, 
section of Music, in May, 18G6, 
and was promoted to the rank of 
Commander of the Legion of 
Honour in Aug., 1877. His opera, 
" The Tribute of Zamora,” was 
produced at tho Grand Optfra at 
Paris on April 1,1881; and in the 
following year his sacred work, 

" The Redemption,” was produced 
at the Birmingham Musical Festi¬ 
val. In 1886 his new oratorio, 

" Mors et Vita,” was produced at 
the Albert Hall, and a second per¬ 
formance, by special command of 
the Queen (who was present), took 
place in Feb. 1886. M. Gounod is 
at present engaged on a great work 
on " Joan of Arc,” which he is said 
to be writing in the Cathedral of 
Orleans, 

GOTTRKO (Count), Joseph VasBil- 
yevioh, one of the most distin¬ 
guished generals of the Russo- 
Turkish war, is of Polish origin, 
and was bom in 1828, and educated 
iu the Imperial “Corps de Pages.” 


Ho was created ensign of the regi¬ 
ment of Hussars of the Imperial 
Body Guard in 1840. In 1857 he 
was already captain, and com¬ 
manded a squadron in the same 
regiment, and was made in 1860 
adjutant to the Emperor, In 1861 
lie received his colonel’s commis¬ 
sion. In J8G0 Gourko was ap¬ 
pointed commander of the 1th 
Hussar regiment of Mariupol. In 
18G7 the Emperor named him 
major-general, and ordered him to 
be at his suite. Then he com¬ 
manded the Grenadier regiment 
of the Imperial Guards, and in 
1873 the 1st brigade of the 2nd 
division of the Cavallerie de la 
Garde. We may add that Count 
Gourko took part, although in in¬ 
ferior ranks, in the Crimean war, 
being stationed at Belbeck, His 
late heroic deeds are almost too 
well known to be minutely re¬ 
corded j we will only mention some 
of the principal feats of this 
valiant general, who commanded 
the vanguard of the Imperial 
army. On the 25th June, 1877, 
with a detachment of cavalry and 
a single battery, ho attacked and 
took by assault the strong and 
powerfully oocupied town of Tyr- 
novo (Timowo). On the 5th of 
July he occupied Kazonlyk and the 
village of Sliipka, and after occu¬ 
pying and defending the passes of 
Shipka, Hanko, and others, he, 
together with General Radetzky, 
traversed the Balkans in the mid¬ 
dle of the winter snowstorms and 
frosts, with but few losses, and led 
the victorious Russian troops into 
the fertile valleys beyond, thug 
occupying Sofia, Philippopolis, and 
Adrianople, The hazardous and 
almost impossible feat of travers¬ 
ing the Balkans in tho middlo of 
winter will for ever remain one of 
the greatest deeds performed by 
the soldiers of Russia. Count 
Gourko has been elevated to the 
Tank of Adjutant-General, is a 
Knight of St, George of tho second 
class, and of several other high 
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orders. Ho was made a Count in 
April, 1873, and was afterwards 
appointed Governor of Warsaw. 

GOW, Andrew Carrick, A.R.A,, 
was born in London, June 15,1848, 
and educated at St. John's School, 
Warwick, and in London. He was 
trained as a lithographic artist by 
the late Andrew Madura, of Wal- 
brook, and became a student of 
Heathorloy's School of Art, Now- 
man Street. In 18G8 he was elected 
a Member of the Institute (now 
Royal Institute), and since 18G9 
has been a constant exhibitor at 
the Royal Academy. Amongst his 
chief works may be mentioned 
rr A Suspicious Guest," 1870; “In¬ 
troduction of Lady Mary Wortley 
to the Hit Hat Club," 1873; “ So¬ 
phy JBadduley at the Pantheon," 
1875 } “The Relief of Leydon," 
187G, now in the National Gallery 
of Sydney j " The Tumult in the 
House of Commons in 1G40," 1877 ; 
<f No Surrender," 1878, now in the 
National Gallery at Melbourne; 
“The Last Dayb of Edward VI.," 
1880j Bothwell," 1881; “Abso¬ 
lution for the Lost at Sea," 1885; 
“ Cromwell at Dunbar," 188G. 
Mr. Gow was elected an Associate 
of the Royal Academy in 1881. 

GRACE, William Gilbert, a 
famous cricketer, was bom at 
Downend, near Bristol, July 18, 
1818. He early evinced a great 
aptitude for cricket, and in 1861 
played with the South Wales team 
at Brighton against the Gentlemen 
of Sussex. The next year he was 
eagerly sought for, and his reputa¬ 
tion established. Between 18G1 and 
1879 Mr. Grace complolod 115 
innings in first-class matches, and 
obtained in all 20,813 runs, the 
most wonderful record of butting 
performances ever chronicled. In 
July of the latter year he was pre¬ 
sented with a costly testimonial 
subscribed for by all classes of 
players, in recognition of his 
merits as an all-round cricketer/ 
He is the best bat in England, is a 
good bowler, an excellent field, and 


a first-rate captain. In 1881 he 
played tlirco innings of over 100 
against tho Australians, and in 
188G his record was equally high, 
Like his father and brother (Dr. 
E. M. Grace) ho is a niombor of 
the medical profession, and took 
his M.D. degree in 1870. 

GRAHAM, Lieutenant-General Sir 
Gerald, G.O.M.G., K.C.B., V.O., son 
of the late RoberL Hay Graham, 
M.D., of Eden Brows, Cumberland, 
was born in 1831, and educated at 
private schools, of which three 
years were spent at a school in 
Dresden, Saxony. He entered tho 
Royal Military Academy, Wool¬ 
wich, in 1847, and got his commis¬ 
sion, as Second Lieutenant in the 
Corps of Royal Engine or s in 1830. 
He bocamo Captain in 1858, Major 
in 1859, Lieutenant-Colonel in 1801, 
Colonel in 1809, Major-General in 
1881, and Lieutenant-General in 
1881. He faorved throughout tho 
Crimean campaign,landing with tho 
i first troops at Old Port on the i 1th 
of September, 1851, and leaving 
when the Russian guard took over 
Bolaklava in May, 185G. He was 
present at the battles of Alma and 
Inkerman, did nearly 100 turns of 
duty in the trenches, and led a 
ladder-party aL the assault of tho 
Redan on the 18th of June, 1855. 
Ho took part in tho demolition of 
the docks and “ White Buildings ” 
during the winter of l855-5G,fuidwas 
twice wounded. Por the Crimean 
campaign he received the medal, 
with threo clasps, 5th classMedjidie, 
Turkish medal, Victoria Cross, and 
was mado a Knight of tho Legion 
of Honour. lie was twice men¬ 
tioned in despatches, and obtained 
the brevet rank of Major. lie 
took part in the China war of lfiGO, 
and was soverely wounded at the 
assault of the Talm Ports, was 
present at the capture of Pekin, 
mentioned in despatches, obtained 
brevet rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, 
C.B., and medal, with two clasps. 
In the Egyptian campaign of 1882 
Major-General Graham commanded 
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the 2nd brigade of the 1st division 
throughout the campaign. He took 
part in the action of El Mayfar, 
commanded at Kassassin on the 
28th of August, and took part in 
tho subsequent action of the 9th of 
September, and in the battle of Tel- 
el-Kobir; he was mentioned in de¬ 
spatches, thanked by both Houses 
of Parliament, received K.C.B., 
2 nd classModjidie modalywith clasp, 
and bronze star. Major-General 
Sir Gerald Graham was put in 
command of the expedition for the 
relief of Tokai in February, 1884, 
after the destruction of an Egyp¬ 
tian force under Baker Pasha. The 
British force fought a severely- 
contested action with the rebel 
Hadendowas at El Teb on the 29th 
of February, 1884, and relieved 
Tokai on the following day. On 
the 13th of March Sir Gerald 
Graham again defeated a large 
force of Arabs, with great 
slaughter, at Tamai. The road to 
Berber was then open, hut the 
British troops were withdrawn. 
For these services Major-Genernl 
Sir Gorald Graham was promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant-General. 
In 3885, after receiving news of 
the fall of Kartoum, another ex¬ 
pedition was sent to Suakim to 
open the road to Berber and to lay 
down a railway. This expedition 
arrived at Suakim about the 13th 
of March, and on the 20th fought 
the battle of Haaheeu. On the 
22 nd Sir J. McNeill was at¬ 
tacked in the bush, but the enemy 
was repulsed with severe loss, and 
in the subsequent march on Tamai 
there was very little fighting. The 
railway was laid as far as Otao, 
about twenty miles from Suakim, 
when orders were received to send 
the troops home about tho middle 
of May. For his services Lieut,- 
General Sir Gerald Graham was 
thanked by both Houses of Parlia¬ 
ment, and was decorated with the 
Grand Cross of SS. Michael and 
George by Her Majesty. He was 
married in 1862 to Jane, daughter 


of G. Durrant, Esq., of St. Elm- 
ham Hall, Suffolk, and widow of 
the Rev. J. B. Blacker, Rector of 
Reedham, Norfolk. He has contri¬ 
buted some articles to tho Royal 
Engineers* Professional Corps 
papers, and translated Von Goatye's 
“Account of tho Gorman Engineers* 
operations during the campaign, 
1870 - 71 ." 

GRANIER BE CASSAGNAC!, 
Paul de, son of Adolphe Granicr do 
Cassagnac,born about 1810, became 
at an early age a contributor to tho 
minor Parisian journals, and soon 
acquired notoriety by the fierceness 
of his personal attacks on his con¬ 
temporaries and the numerous duels 
to which they gavo rise. In 18G6, 
under the auspices of his father, he 
joined the staff of Le Pays, of 
which soon afterwards he became 
tho principal editor. Since then 
he has been perpetually embroiled 
in quarrels with his brother jour¬ 
nalists and anti-Bonapartist poli¬ 
ticians, It would would be difficult 
to enumerate all the “affairs of 
honour ” in which he has been en¬ 
gaged, but his duel with the late 
M. Gustave Flourens in 1869, may 
be mentioned as being one of the 
most desperate fought in recont 
times. M, Paul de Cassagnac was 
decorated with the Legion of 
Honour on the Emperor's fete-day 
in X8G8, and in July, 1869, was 
elected a member of the Conseil 
G5n5rol for the Department of Gars, 
On the declaration of war against 
Prussia, in Aug. 1870, M. Paul de 
Cassagnac, who was still Suffering 
from a recent wound in the chest, 
and who had just been appointed a 
Major of the Garde Mobile of the 
department of Gera, preferred to 
enrol himself as a volunteer in 
the first regiment of Zouaves. 
Taken prisoner at Sedan he was 
imprisoned for eight months at 
Kbsel in Silesia. On recovering 
his liberty ho went to Vemce^for 
the benefit of his health ; and 
afterwards he established in the 
department of Gers, VApgd ait 
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JPeuple t, a politioal journal which 
met with considerable success. Lie- 
turning to Paris in Jan. 1872, he 
resumed the editorship of Le Pays. 
In July of that year he was con¬ 
demned to a week’s imprisonment, 
and to pay a fine of 100 francs 
in consequence of his duel with 
M. Lockroy. On July 7, 1873, he 
fought a duel on the Luxemburg 
frontier with M. Pane, a Paris 
journalist, both combatants being 
wounded, and M. Pane disabled. 
Ha was tried in Paris, July 2,187 1. 
for the publication in Le Pays of 
articles calculated to disturb the 
public peace, and to stir up hatred 
and contempt between citizens. M. 
Paul do Cassagnac undertook his 
own defence and obtained a verdict 
of “Not Guilty,” a result which 
was regarded by the Bonapartists 
as a signal triumph. Iu 187 1 he 
published in his journal a series of 
violent articles in reference to the 
capitulation of Sedan, the whole 
responsibility of which was thrown 
on toGeneralWimpffcn's shoulders. 
The General accordingly instituted 
a prosecution for libel in the Assize 
Court of the Seine, but M. Paul de 
Cassagnac, was acquitted by the 
jury (Feb. 1875). On Nov. 21 , 
1876, he delivered, at a meeting at 
Belleville, a speech in which he 
contended that the restoration of 
the Empire was the essential con¬ 
dition of the welfare of the people. 
The Pays and other newspapers 
were prosecuted for printing a 
report of this discourse, but they 
were all acquitted. M. Paul dc 
Cassagnac was returned to tbe 
National Assembly by the arron- 
dissement of Condom in the depart¬ 
ment of Gers,at th e general elections 
of Feb. 1876 and Oot. 1877. The 
latter election was annulled by the 
Chamber, Nov. 11 ,1878, but in the 
following February M. do Cas- 
sagnao was again elected, as he 
has been at subsequent general 
elections. Of late years his fiery 
zeal has somewhat abated, chiefly 
on account of the unfortunate 


i dissensions in tlio Bonaparte 
| family. 

GRANT, The Very Rev. George 
Monro, D.D., Principal of Queen's 
University, Kingston, Ontario, who 
is of Scottish parentage, was bom 
at Stellarton, theton county, Nova 
Scotia, Dec. 22,1835. He received 
his literary education at Picton 
Academy and his theological train¬ 
ing at the West River Seminary of 
the Presbytorian Church iu his 
native province. At the latter, at 
the age of eighteen, ho won a 
bursary which entitled him to a 
collegialo course in the University 
of Glasgow, the bursary being 
awarded by the synod of the Old 
Kirk in Nova Scotia, During his 
theological course at Glasgow he 
won academic distinction, taking 
the highest honours in philosophy 
at his examination for M.A., and 
the Lord Rector's Prize for the 
best Essay on Hindoo Literature 
and Philosophy. On his return to 
Nova Scotia, he spent souie time as 
a missionary in the Maritime Pro¬ 
vinces, and became pastor of St. 
Matthew's Church, Halifax, a posi¬ 
tion he held until his acceptance, 
in 1877, of the Principalship of 
Queen’s University. As President 
of this institution, Dr. Grant has 
been conspicuously successful. 
In 1872 lio published “Ocoan to 
Ocean/’ an interesting diary of a 
tour across the American Continent, 
in connection with a surveying 
expedition, to locate the line of tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway ; and, in 
1881, “Picturesque Canada/' an 
elaborate work illustrative of 
the scenery, the industries, and 
the social life of tho Canadian 
Dominion. 

GRANT, James, waB horn at 
Edinburgh, Aug. 1 , 1822. When 
qp.ly ten years old he sailed with 
his father, who had the command 
of a detachment of soldiers, for 
Newfoundland, and was several 
years with the troops in America, 
his education being principally 
received in barracks, To this mili- 
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tary training may be traced the 
style and character of many of his 
woi'ks. Returning homo in 1830, 
ho was gazetted to an onsigney in 
the 62nd foot, joined the provisional 
battalion at Chatham, and in 1810 
had charge of the depot. He loft 
the army soon afterwards, and de¬ 
voted himself to literature and the 
study of Scottish antiquities. His 
first work, “'L’he Romance of War; 
or. Highlanders in Spain,” was 
published in 1816; an additional 
volume appearing in 18 ( 7 , with the 
secondary title of “ Highlanders in 
Belgium.” This work had an im¬ 
mediate success, and has since been 
read with delight by thousands of 
schoolboys. During the next thirty 
years Mr. Grant published a large 
number of novels, amongst which 
2 iiay be mentioned " Walter Hen- 
ton,” " Philip Hollo or the Scottish 
Musketeers,” “Legends of the 
Black Watch,” “Only an Ensign,” 
u Dulcie Gariy on.” Most of his 
works have been printed hi the 
United States ; all have been 
translated into German and Danish, 
and several into French. Mr. Grant 
has been a constant conti'ibutor of 
memoirs to the Dublin University 
Magazine, the United Service Maga¬ 
zine, &c. In Dec. 1875, Mr. Grant 
abjured Protestantism, and was 
received into the Homan Catholic 
Church b^ the Cardinal Archbishop 
of Westminster. 

CHANT, lieutenant* Colonel lames 
Augustus, C.B., C.S.I., E.R.S., 
F.L.S., son of the late Rev. James 
Grant, minister of Nairn, N.B., 
born at Nairn in 1827, was edu¬ 
cated at the grammar-school, and 
Marisohal College, Aberdeen. He 
was appointed in 1816 to the Indian 
army, served under Gen.'Whish at 
both Bieges of Mooltan, was present 
at the battle of Goojorat under 
Lord Gough, for which he received 
the medal and two clasps; was 
Adjutant of the 8 th N.I. for five 
years, and baggage-master to Sir 
James Outranks force in Aug. 1837; 
paid did duty with the 78th High- 


landei’B, under Gen. Havelock, 
at the relief of Lucknow, where 
he was wounded whilo in com¬ 
mand of two companies of the 78 fch 
Highlanders who formed the rear 
guard of the army, For those 
services lie received the Mutiny 
medal and clasp for "Belief of 
Lucknow.” In 1860-3 he explored 
the sources of the Nile in company 
with the lato Capt. Speke, who 
published his " Journal of the dis¬ 
covery of the source of the Nile” 
in 1863, for which he was made a 
C.B. (civil division) in Sept. 1866. 
Ho served in the Intelligence 
Department with the Abyssinian 
expedition under Lord Napier of 
Magdala in 1868, and was nomi¬ 
nated a Companion of the Order of 
the Star of India for his services in 
that capaoity(medalfor Abyssinia). 
He is tho author of a “ Walk across 
Africa,” “Summary of tho Spoke 
and Grant Expedition” in tho 
Journal of the Royal Geographical 
1 Society for 1872 , and of “ Tho 
Botany of the Speke and Grant 
Expedition,” forming the 29th vol. 
of the Transactions n/ the Linnman 
Society , 1872. He is gold medallist 
of the Royal Geographical Society, 
and has received medals from Pope 
Pius IX. and King Victor Em¬ 
manuel. He is a Justice of the 
Peace and Deputy Lieutenant of 
Nairnshire. 

GRANT, Sir Patrick, G.C.B., 
G.C.M.G., eon of the late Major 
John Grant, of Anchterblair, co. 
Inverness, bom at Auchterblair, 
Strathspey, in that county, in 1801, 
entered the military service of tho 
East India Company in 1820. 
During the Gwalior campaign of 
1843-1, Captain Grant served on 
Sir Hugh Gough's Staff as Deputy 
Adjutant-General, and obtained 
his brevet majority for Maharajpur, 
As Adjutant-General in tho Sutlej 
Campaign of 1845-C, ho fought 
under the same chief at Mudki 
and Sobraon, waa twice severely 
and dangerously wounded by 
grape-shot in the arm, and musket-

ball in tlie left breast, and liis 
horse was throe times shot under 
him. He was frequently men¬ 
tioned in despatches, and was 
made Brevet Colonel and C.B., re¬ 
ceiving a medal and three clasps. 
Ill the same capacity he again fol¬ 
lowed Lord Gough through the 
Punjaub campaign, sharing in the 
hard-won fight of Cliilianwalla and 
the crowning victory of Gujarat. 
At the end o? the campaign lie was 
made an A.D.C. to the Queen with 
the rank of Colonel. In IB 19-50 
Colonel Grant again sorvod as Ad¬ 
jutant-General in Sir. C. Napier 1 s 
campaign against the hill-tribes of 
Kohnt. In 185G, as Major-General 
and K.C.B., he was appointed 
Commander-in-chief of the Madras 
army, and on the death of General 
Anson, in the first days of the 
Mutiny in 1857, Sir Patrick wont 
ovor to Calcutta as acting Com- 
niander-in-Chief of Bengal,pending 
tho arrival of Anson's successor. 
Sir Colin Campbell. After the 
Mutiny he was rewarded with the 
Grand Cross of tho Batli, and in 
March, 1867, was preferred to the 
Governorship of Malta, and ap¬ 
pointed G.C.M.G. in 1858. The 
latter post ho resigned in April, 
1872 , and in 1874 lie was appointed 
Governor of Chelsea Hospital, loft 
vacant by tho death of Sir Sydney 
Cotton. In Dec, 1885, he was ap¬ 
pointed Colonel of tho Royal Horse 
Guards (the Blues) and Gold Stick 
in Waiting. 

GRANTHAM, Sir William, sop of 
George Grantham, of Barcomhe 
Place, Subsox, was horn at Lewes, 
Oct. 23, 1835, and educated at 
King’s College School, He was 
called to the Bar in 18G3, made 
Q.C. 1877, and became a Bencher 
of the Inner Temple in 1878, J.P. 
and Deputy-Chairman of Sussex 
and Judge of the High Court of 
.Tustieo 1866. Mr. Grantham has 
always takon an active interest in 
politics, and has especially devoted 
himself to converting the working 
classes to the Conservative cause. 


Tn 187J lio was largely instrumen¬ 
tal in securing tho return of Mr, 
Watney foi’ East Surrey, this being 
the first Conservative victory in tho 
constituency for 27 years. At tho 
General Election of 1874 ho him¬ 
self contested tho county against 
the ILon. Locke King, whom he 
defeated by a largo majority j in 
1880 lio was again returned, and 
after the Redistribution Bill of 
1885 he was returned for tho now 
borough of Croydon. In Jan. 18SG, 
Mr. Grantham was made a judge 
and consequently retired from 
Parliament. 

GRANVILLE (Earl), The Right 
Hon. Granville George Leveson- 
Gower, K.G., eldest son of tho first 
earl, born May 11, 1815, was edu¬ 
cated at Eton, and Christ Church, 
Oxford, whore he took his degree 
in 1831, became attach^ to the em¬ 
bassy at Paris in 1835, and was 
elected to the House of Commons 
for the borough of Morpeth in 
1836, being re-elected in 1837. 
Early in 1810 he nccopted tho ap¬ 
pointment of Under-Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, which ho 
held for some months, and shortly 
after took his Beat as member for 
Lichfield. While in tho House of 
Commons he supported the Liberal 
party, and was an able and consis¬ 
tent advocate of free trade. In 
1816 he succeeded to the peerage, 
in 1818 was appointed Vice-Presi¬ 
dent of the Board of Trade, in 1851 
obtained a seat in tho cabinet, and 
in Dec. of that year* succeeded Lord 
Palmerston in the Foreign Office, 
retiring with the Russell ministry 
early in 1852. Lord Granville, 
who has hold tho offices of Master 
of the Buckliounds, Paymaster- 
general of the Forces, Chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancaster, and 
Treasurer of the Navy, was ap¬ 
pointed President of tho Council 
in 1853, and in 1855 undertook tho 
ministerial leadership in the House 
of Lords. In 1850 Lord Granville 
acted as Vice-President of tho 
Royal Commission for the Great 
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Exhibition, of which ho was ono of 
the most diligent working members, 
and accepted, in the autumn of 
1800, the Chairmanship of the 
Commission for the Groat Exhibi¬ 
tion of 16(32, In 1856 ho was sent 
upon an extraordinary mission to 
the court of St. Petersburg, as 
representative of the English na¬ 
tion, at the coronation of Alexander 
II. Lord Granville, who rotired 
with Lord Palmerston's first minis¬ 
try in 1858, was re-appointed Pre¬ 
sident of tlio Council (having failed 
in an attempt to form a ministry 
himself) in Lord Palmerston's 
second administration in 1859, and 
retired on the fall of Lord Bussell's 
second administration in 1866. 
Lord Granville was made Lord 
Warden of the Cinque Ports in 
Pec. 1865. In Pec. 1868, his lord- 
ship accepted office under Mr. 
Gladstone as Colonial Secretary, 
and retained that position till July, 
1870, when ho wub appointed Secre¬ 
tary for Foreign Affairs in succes¬ 
sion to the late Earl of Clarendon. 
He occupied the latter position 
until the resignation of the Liberal 
Cabinet in Feb. 187-1. E arly in the 
following year, when Mr. Gladstone 
retired from the leadership of the 
Opposition, Lord Granville became, 
by general consent, the leader of 
the Liberal party. Lord Hartington 
being chosen as its spokesman in 
the House of Commons, On Mr. 
Gladstone returning to power in 
May, 1880, Earl. Granville again 
became Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs. On June 12 in 
thatyear his lordship was presented 
with the freedom of the Fishmon¬ 
gers 1 Company. In Mr. Gladstone's 
ministry of 1886, Lord Granville 
held the post of Secretary of State 
for the Colonies. 

GRAVES, The Sight Sev, 
Charles, D.P., Bishop of Limerick, 
Ardfert, and Agadoe, was born 
Nov. 6 , 1812, and educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, where h© 
took high honours, and of which he 
became a Follow. He was for some j 


time Doan of the Chapel Royal in 
Ireland, and Chaplain to tho Lord 
Lieutenant. He was consocratod 
Jbsliop of Limerick, June 29, 1866. 

GRAY, Asa, M.P., LL.P., born 
at Paris, New York, November 18, 
1810, graduated M.D. at Fairfiolcl 
Medical College in 1831, but soon 
relinquished tho practice of medi- 
cino, and devoted himself, under 
Professor Torroy, of New York, to 
the study of botany. In 1831 
ho received the appointment of 
Botanist of the United States Ex¬ 
ploring Expedition, but he declined 
it. In 1812 he was elected Fisher 
Professor of Natural _ History of 
Harvard College, a position ho still 
retains,although he has not actively 
taught since 1873. In addition to 
his lectures at Cambridge, he has 
delivered three courses of lectures 
before the Lowell Institute in 
Boston; he published in 1836 his 
" Elements of Botany,” enlarged 
1 into the f f Botanical Text-book 
and in 1638 began with Pr. 
Torrey, " The Flora of North 
America." He published in 1818 
the "Manual of Botany for tlio 
Northern United States, and the 
first volume of the ,r Genera Boreali- 
Americana Illustrate j” and the 
first volume of his botany of the 
United States Pacific Exploring 
Expedition under Captain Wilkes, 
in 1B3L He has since published 
the following works, mostly text¬ 
books : " How Plants Grow/' "Les¬ 
sons in Botany, with drawings from 
Nature /' " The School and Field- 
book of Botany;" "The Manual 
of Botany 5 " " Structural and 
Systematic Botany” (newedition, 
1879), a revised edition of the 
ff Botanical Text-book," with 1,300 
illustrations; "Flora of the South¬ 
ern United States"Free Exam¬ 
ination of Darwin's Treatise/' 
1861 j " Porwiniana," 1870; ** Nuw 
Flora of North America," 1878; 
"Natural Science and Religion,” 
1880 1 and “Synoptical Flora of 
North America," 1884. He visited 
Europe in 1838-9, and again in 
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1850-51, and has contributed mi* 
merous papers to scientific periodi¬ 
cals and to tlie Transactions of 
learned societies. In 1874 lie 
was chosen one of the Regents 
of the Smithsonian Institute, and 
in 1878 the Acad6mie des Sciences 
of Paris elected him a correspond¬ 
ing menibor in the Section of 
Botany. 

GRAY, E. Dwyer, M.P. for 
Dublin, son of the late Sir John 
Gray, M.P. for Kilkenny, was horn 
in Dublin, in 1813, and married 
I860, Caroline Agnes, daughter of 
Mai'orand Mrs. Caroline Chisholm 
"(The Emigrant’s Friend).” He 
was Lord Mayor of Dublin in 1880, 
and High Sheriff in 1882. Ho 
unsuccessfully contested Kilkenny, 
on the death of Sir John Gray, 
in 1875, and was elected in 1877 
for Tipperary, and 1880 for Carlow 
county, for which he was again 
returned 3885, but elected to sib 
for Dublin. Ho succeeded Sir 
John Gray as proprietor of the 
Freeman*s Journal , the leading 
Irish newspaper, and is also pro¬ 
prietor of the Belfast Morning News, 
both Nationalist organs. He has 
taken an active part, both per¬ 
sonally, and as conductor of the 
above-nainod papers, .in all tho 
popular movements in Ireland 
during the last fifteen years. He 
was chairman of the Dublin Man¬ 
sion Houbg Committee, by which 
.£180,000 was collected for the 
relief of distress in Ireland in 1880. 
When High Sheriff of Dublin, he 
was sentenced by Lord Justico 
Lawson to three months" imprison¬ 
ment, and a fine of £500 for con¬ 
tempt of court, on account of 
comments written by him in the 
Freeman's Journal , upon alleged 
misconduct of the jury which 
was trying Francis Hynes for 
murder. After six weeks he was 
liberated by order of the judge, 
the fine having been paid by public 
subscription. Mr. Gray is a mem- 
bor of the Irish Parliamentary 
party, and has taken a very active 


part in the promotion of sanitary 
and municipal reform in Dublin, 
and was a member of tho Royal 
Commission on the Housing of 
tho Working Classes, appointed in 
188 j<. Ho was again returned for 
Dublin in 1880. 

GREEDY, Lieutenant Adolphus W., 
was born at Newbury port. Mass., 
27 March, 1814. Entering tho 
volunteer service, lie atiained tho 
rank of Captain, during tho Civil 
War, and at its close was trans¬ 
ferred to the Regular Army with 
the rank of Lieutenant. Tn 1808 
ho was placed in tho Signal ser¬ 
vice, and in 1881, was assigned to 
the command of the Lady Frank¬ 
lin Bay Expedition to Northern 
Greenland. After suffering ex¬ 
treme and terrible hardships,Groely 
and a few surviving members of liis 
command were rescued in 1881, by 
an expedition sent to his relief 
by the U.S. Government. Lieut. 
Greely has the honour of having 
readied tho farthest point north 
of any Arctic explorer. lie pub¬ 
lished an account of tho ex¬ 
pedition in 1886, under tho titlca of 
"Three Years of Arctic Service." 

GREEN, Anna Katharine, 
novelist, daughter of James Wil¬ 
son Green, a lawyer, who has held 
public positions in New York and 
elsewhere, was born at Brooklyn, 
N.Y., and educated at Ripley 
College, Poultney, Vermont. 8ho 
has published " Tho Loavonworth 
Case/" 1878j "A Stmngu Dis¬ 
appearance/" 3879j "The Sword 
of Damocles/" 1881; "The Defence 
of tho Bride, and other Poems/" 
1882 j "X Y Z " 1883 ; " Hand and 
Ring/" 1883 ; and "The Mill 
Mystery/" 3 886. On Nov. 21,1884, 
she was married to Mr. Charles 
Rohlfs, of Brooklyn, N.Y. 

GREEN, Mrs. Mary Anne Eve¬ 
rett, whose maiden name was 
Wood, was born at Sheffield in 
1818, and, in early life, rosided in 
several parts of Lancashire and 
Yorkshire, and received an excel¬ 
lent education, Hor intellectual 
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tastes were fostered by tlie late ] 
James Montgomery the "bard of ] 
Sheffield/* an intimate friend of j 
lior father. In 184d her parents 
removed to London and having 
now freer access to libraries and 
Mb. collections, she conceived tho 
idea of compiling the "Lives of 
Princesses of England/* the first 
volume of which appeared in 18 J 9, 
and the sixth and hist in 1855. Mrs. 
Green edited "bettors of Royal 
and Illustrious Ladies/* published 
in 1846;" The Diary of John Rons " 
printed for the Camden Society, in 
IS50 ; f< The Letters of Queen Hon- 
riotta Maria/* in 1857 j and has 
contributed occasionally to period¬ 
ical literature, chiefly on antiqua¬ 
rian subjects. She has been in¬ 
trusted by the Master of tho Rolls 
with tho duty of calendering the 
State Papers in the Record Office. 
The papers of the reign of James 
I,, 4 vols., were published in 1857-9, 
and of those of Charles II. seven 
volumes appeared 1860-68. Mrs. 
Green was then requested to com¬ 
plete tho calender of the State 
Papers of Queen Elizabeth, left! 
unfinished by the late Mr. Lemon, 
which, with addenda from Edward [ 
VI. to James I., forms 0 vols., pub-, 
lislied, 1869-187L She is now 
occupied upon the papers of the 
Interregnum, of which 9 vols. are 
published, 1875-1883. In 1845 she 
married Mr. G, P. Green, artist, of 
Cottingham, near Hull, and of 
London. 

GBEENWEIL, The Rev. William, 
M.A., D.C.L., F.R.S., F.S.A., is 
tho oldest son of the late William 
Thomas Greenwell,Esq,, J .P., D.L., 
of G reunwell Ford, oo. Durham. 
He was born there March 23,1820, 
and educated at Durham School, 
and tho University of Durham, 
whero he graduated in 1839, and 
ultimately became Fellow of Uni¬ 
versity College, and afterwards 
Principal of Neville Hall, New¬ 
castle-on-Tyno. In 1817 he was 
preferred to the vicarage of Oving- 
ham, Northumberland, and is now 


I Minor-Canon and Librarian of 
I Durham Cathedral, and Rector of 
St. Mary, in the South Bailey, in 
the city of Durham. Mr. Green well 
is well known as an archooologist, 
principally in connection with the 
sepulchral remains of tho early in¬ 
habitants of Britain. His investi¬ 
gations with regard to the terri¬ 
torial possessions of the bishopric 
of Durham, as well as those of 
the Prior and Convent of the same 
place, are familiar to all interested 
in these and cognate snbjects. lie 
has also written on Greek numis¬ 
matics, and other branches of the 
archeology of that people. Mr. 
Greonwell is tlie possessor of a 
very extensive and valuable col¬ 
lection of weapons, implements, 
and other articles belonging to 
the Btone and bronze periods of 
Britain and other countries, with 
which most native and many foreign 
arohEeologists are well acquainted. 
His large series of skulls, many of 
which were dorived from the bar- 
rows of England, and which com¬ 
prised also numerous examples 
from America, Australia, and other 
countries, was given by him souio 
yeai’B ago to tho University of Ox¬ 
ford, whero they are exhibited in 
the New Museum. In 1879 he pre¬ 
sented to the nation a collection, 
second to none in Britain, of urns 
and other sepulchral pottery, wea¬ 
pons and implements of stone and 
bronze and ornaments, the result 
of above twenty years* researches 
in the burial mounds of many 
counties of England. These ore 
now lodged in the British Museum. 
Mr. Greenwell has been President 
of the Tyneside Naturalists* Field 
Club, and for many yoars President 
of the Durham and Northumber¬ 
land Archeological and Architec¬ 
tural Society. Hia principal works 
are rf Boldon Buke, a Survey of the 
possessions of the See of Durham 
in 1183 ” (1852) j" Bishop Hatfield's 
Survey/* a record of the possessions 
of the See of Durham (1867) j 
i “ Wills and Inventories from the 
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Registry at Durham” (I860); "Fco- 
dariurn Prioratus Dunelmonsis,” a 
survey of the possessions of the 
Prior and Convent of Durham in 
the iiftoenth contury (1872), being 
publications of the Surtees Society; 
" British Barrows,” a record of the 
examination of sopulchral mounds 
in various parts of England (.1877) ; 
"Durham Cathedral/’ an address 
illustrative of the building and its 
history (1881) ; and various papers 
in the " Transactions of the Ber¬ 
wickshire Naturalists' Field Club,” 
the Numismatic Chronicle , the Jour¬ 
nal of Hellenic Studies, and other 
publications. Mr. Greenwcll is a 
Justice of the Peace for tho county 
of Durham. 

GREGG, The Right Rev. Robert 
Samuel, D.D., Bishop of Cork, 
Oloyne, and Boss, younger son of 
tho late Right Rev. Dr. Joint 
Gregg, Bishop of Cork, by Eliza¬ 
beth, daughter of Mr. Robert Laws 
of Dublin, was born in 1834', and 
educated at Trinity College, Dub¬ 
lin (B.A., 1857 j MX, 1800). He 
was formerly Rector of Clomnel, 
Queenstown, Ireland, and after¬ 
wards Precontor of Cork and In¬ 
cumbent of St. Finbar in that city. 
He was appointed to the deanery 
of the cathedral church of St. Fin- 
bar, Cork, in 1874, and in March, 
1875, ho was electod to the Bishop¬ 
ric of Ossory, Ferns, and Leighlin, 
which had been left vaoant by the 
death of the Right Rev. James 
Thomas O'Brien, D.D. On June 
27, 1878, he was elected in the 
room of his father, the late Dr. 
John Gregg, to the Bishopric of 
Cork. Canon Honry Jellett, D.D,, 
was also nominated for the See, 
but in the final poll the Bishop 
of Ossory obtained 109 out of 1G0 
clerical votes. Bishop Gregg mar¬ 
ried, in 18G3, Elinor, daughter of 
Mr. J, H, Bainbridge,of Frankfield, 
co. Cork. 

GREGORY, Edward John, A.R.A., 
son of an engineer in tho Peninsu¬ 
lar and Oriental Company’s service, 
was born at Southampton in 1850, 


He was educated in the Middle 
Class School there undor Mr. David 
Cruickshauk, who did much to 
encourage his artistic proclivities. 
He was then placed in the Engi¬ 
neers’ drawing office of the Penin¬ 
sular and Oriontal Company at 
Southampton, where ho remained 
till 18G9. During this time lie 
attended the Southampton School 
of Ait;. He also became acquainted 
with Mr. Hurkomer, and took part 
in the formation of a Life Class 
chiefly under his direction. Ho 
thon canio to London, studied at 
South IConsing ton for a few months, 
thon took up some other mechanical 
decorative work for the "depart¬ 
ment,” succeeding Horkomer in 
this employment. Ho exhibited 
his first picture (in water colour) 
nt the Dudley Gallery, and was 
then for a number of years a rrgu- 
! lur member of The Graphic artistic 
i stall. In 1873 he was elected a 
member of tho Institute of Painters 
in Water Colours, and lias since 
that time exhibited many admir¬ 
able drawings in tho rooms of that 
body. His first considerable suc¬ 
cess dates from 1870, when ho ex¬ 
hibited, at Mr. Doscliamps' Gallery 
in New Bond Street, a powerful 
picture of morning light stream¬ 
ing in on the host and hostess 
of an otherwise dusortod ball-room. 
Among the pictures exhibited by 
him at tho Institute are: " Norwe¬ 
gian Pirates,” " Pet of tho Crew,” 
"Sir Galahad” (which gained the 
Watts Prize at Manchester), " St. 
George,” and " Last Touches.” At 
the Grosvenor Gallery ho has exhi¬ 
bited portraits of tho Chairman of 
Lloyd’s Register, Mr. W. T. Eley, 
and Mias Galloway \ and " The 
Rehearsal” and other pictures: 
and at tho Royal Academy, his 
own portrait, and portraits of Mr. 
H. R. Robertson, and tho Rev. 
Thos. Stevens, Warden of Bradford 
College, Mr. Gregory was elected 
an Associate of the Royal Aoademy, 
Jan. 30, 1883. 

GREGORY, The Rev. Robert, 
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M.A., son of Robert Gregory, Esq,, 
of Nottingham, horn in 1819, was 
educated at private schools and at 
Corpus Cliristi, College, Oxford 
(B.A., 1813 ; M.A., 1840). In 1850 
lie gained the Deny or Theological 
Prize at Oxford. Ho was ordained 
at Christmas, 1813, curato of Bilsoy, 
in Gloucestershire, where he re¬ 
mained till 1817, when he became 
curate of Panton and Wragbv, in 
Lincolnshire. Thoro he stayed till 
1851, whon he became curate of tho 
parish church of Lamhoth, remain¬ 
ing there until he wns appionted in 
1833 perpetual ornate of St. Mary 
the Less, Lambeth, which living he 
resigned in 1873. In 1868 he was 
appointed Canon of St. Paul's j and 
in 1882 he was appointed by the 
Bishop of London, Treasurer of St. 
Paul’s, In 1870 he was appointed 
Rural Doan of Camberwell, which 
post he resigned in 1873. In 1S63 
he was eleoted Proctor for the 
clergy of tho Archdeaconry of Sur¬ 
rey, which post he hold till tho 
election in 1871, when, having 
coasod to hold a benefice in tho 
diocese of ’Winchester, ho was no 
longer eligible; and he was then 
elected for tho chapter of St, Paul's, 
end lie was re-elected in 1890 and 
in 1885. In 18G8 he was appointed 
Treasurer of the National Society 
for the Education of the Children 
of the Poor in the Principles of tho 
Established Church. Canon Gre¬ 
gory was a member of the Ritual 
Commission, and also of the Royal 
Commission upon the administra¬ 
tion and operation of the Contagions 
Diseases Act, In 1873 he was 
elected a member of the London 
School Board for the City Division, 
and he sat on the Board till 1876, 
when ho did not seek re-election. 
On Aug. 9, 1878, he was appointed 
a Royal Commissioner to inquire 
into the Parochial Charities of the 
City of London; and in January, 
1886, a commissioner to inquire into 
the working of the Education Acts. 
He married first, in 1844, Mary 
Prances, younger daughter of 


William Stewart, Esq., of Erescati, 
near Dublin (sko died in 1851); 
secondly, in 1801, Charlotte Anno, 
youngest daughter of Admiral the 
Hon. Sir Robert Stopford, G.C.B. 
Canon Gregory is tho author of: 
" Plea for Small Parishes/' 1819 ; 
" Tho Difficulties and Organization 
of a Small Metropolitan Parish," 
18GG j ,r Sermons," 1869; "Lectures 
at St. PmiVs/’ 1871-2 ; "The Cost 
of Voluntary Schools and of Board 
Schools/'1875 j "Is the Canadian 
System of Education Ratos possible 
in England ? " 1875; " Position of 
the Celebrant Aspect in Convoca¬ 
tion," 1873; "Tho Position of tho 
Priest ordered by the Rubric in the 
Communion Service,” 1876. 

GREGORY, The Right Hon. Sir 
William Henry, is the only son of 
I tho late Mr. Robert Grogory, of 
Cooto Park, co. Galway, and grand¬ 
son of the late Right Hon. William 
Gregory, who was Undor-Socrotary 
for Ireland for several years under 
the administration of Lord Liver¬ 
pool. Ho was born in 1817, and 
educated at Harrow, whore ho 
gained the Peol Modal, a scholar¬ 
ship, and other prizes; and after¬ 
wards at Christ Church, Oxford, 
He entered Parliament in 1842 as a 
Conservative, on a casual vacancy 
in the representation of the city of 
Dublin, arising through the death 
of Mr. John Beattie West, when he 
defeated Lord Morpeth (afterwards 
Earl of Carlisle) by a majority of all 
but 400 votes; but at the general 
ejection of 1847 he failed to secure 
his re-election, being defeated by 
Mr. John Reynolds by just 100 votes. 
He did not again enter Parliament 
until 1857, when he was returned 
for Galway county as a Liberal-Con¬ 
servative, He gave an independent 
support to Lord Palmerston, hut 
voted with Lord Derby ou his 
Reform Bill in March, 1859, and 
against the Reform Bill brought 
forward by Lord John Russell in 
1866, Sir W. Gregory is a magis¬ 
trate audDeputy-Lieutenantfor the 
county with which he is connected

by tlie ties of properly, and ns High 
Sheriff, of which he served in 1849. 
Ho bacaino well known in the world 
of art, and of art education, and took 
an active part in general politics, 
especially where Ireland was con¬ 
cerned, in the House of Commons. 
He is a Trustee of the National 
Gallery. In 1871 he was sworn a 
member of the Privy Council for 
Ireland. He retired from the 
representation of Galway on being 
appointed Governor of Ceylon, 
Jan. 8, 1872. While occupying 
this position Sir W. Gregory 
restored the King's Palace at 
Kandy, one of tho most splendid of 
oriental edifices. He resigned tho 
Governorship of Ceylon in 1877. 
Sir William Gregory wrote many 
letters to the Timps in the early 
stages of the Egyptian quarrel, in 
support of the claims of Arnbi and 
the “ National " party. 

GRENFELL, Henry Riversdale, 
born 6th April, 1824, is second son 
of Charles Panve Grenfell, at one 
time M.P. for Preston, and of Lady 
Georgina, eldest daughter of Win. 
Philip, 2nd Earl of Sefton. He 
was educated at Harrow and Christ 
Church, Oxford; was private 
secretary to Lord Panmure at the 
close of the Crimean War, and. to 
Sir Charles Wood dining the period 
of the reconstruction of the Indian 
administration from 1859 to 1861; 
was elected M.P, for Stolce-upon- 
Trent on the death of John Lewis 
Ricardo in 1862, and sat for that 
place till 1868, when ho stood with 
Mr. Gladstone for . South-West 
Lancashire, since which date ho 
has not succeeded in obtaining a 
seat. Ho was elected a director of 
the Bank of England in 1805, 
Deputy-Governor in 1879, and 
Governor in 1881. He was Captain 
of 2nd Middlesex Militia in 1851, 
and was made Lieut.-Colonel of 
that regiment in 1870. Col. Gren¬ 
fell is the author of several political 
pamphlets and magazine articles 
principally on economical subjects, 
banking legislation, and the 


standard of value. Ho is a Liberal 
in politics, and has supported 
Mr. Gladstone in all questions 
except those connected with Ire¬ 
land. 

GR^VY, Francois Jules Foie, 
President of the French Republic, 
was born at Mont-sous-Vaiulroy, 
in the Jura, August 15, 1807. 
Ho was educated in tho College 
of Poligny, afterwards studied 
law in Paris, and in due course 
was admittod an advocato. Ho 
took part in the Revolution of 
July, 1830, and was subsequently 
much employed at tho bar as a 
defender of members of Lhe Radical 
party who were charged with the 
commission of political offences. In 
1818 he was appointed Commissary 
of the Provisional Government in 
hi ^ department, and was returned to 
tho Constituent Assembly, heading 
the list of the successful candidates 
for the Jura. As a member of the 
Committee of Justico and Vice- 
President of the Assembly,M.Gruvy 
frequently ascended the tribun e,nnd 
proved himself to bo one of tho most 
able speakers among the democratic 
party. While maintaining an inde¬ 
pendent attitude, far removed from 
the Socialists and not so far from 
tho Mountain, ho usually voted with 
the extreme Loft. Above all, his 
name is connected with a Radical 
amendment on tho question of tho 
Presidency. He proposed that arti¬ 
cles 41,43,and 45 of the Constitution 
should run in the following tonus:— 
"Article 11. TheNaLional Assembly 
delegates tho executive power to a 
citizen who receives the title of Pre¬ 
sident of the Council of Ministers.” 

Article 13. Tho President of the 
Council of Ministers is appointed 
by the National Assembly by Becret 
ballot, and an absolute majority of 
votos,” "Article 45. The President 
of the Council is elected for an 
unlimited period. The appointment 
is always rovooabl e f L’his amend¬ 
ment was rejected by 633 votes to 
158, at the sitting of Oct, 7, 1848, 
when the Assembly decided that 
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the President of the Republic should 
be elected by universal suffrage and 
hold office for four years. After the 
election of the 10th of December, 
M. Grovy opposed the Government 
of Louis Napoleon, and protostod 
against tho expedition to Rome. 
After the co up tVtHiih, ho held aloof 
from politics, and condued himself 
to the practice of his profession. 
In 1808 he was appointed bOtourner 
of the order of Advocates, and the 
following year ho was again re¬ 
turned as Deputy for tho Jura. On 
Fob* 17,1871, M. Gr^vy was elected 
President of the National Assembly, 
then sitting at Bordeaux, and 
afterwards removed to Versailles, 
and in discharging the duties 
of this important office, he dis¬ 
played remarkable tact, judgment, 
and moderation. He resigned 
this office in April, 1878, when 
he was succeeded by JVT. Buffet. 
In Oct., 1873, he published a pam¬ 
phlet, entitled " The Necessary 
Government,” in which he declared 
that "France has been transformed, 
and has become a pure Democracy 
that "her first mistake was not to 
have founded a Constitutional 
Monarchy when she possessed the 
elements of ono ” ; and that " her 
second mistake would be to attempt 
to establish it wheu those elements 
no longer exist.” At the general 
election of Feb,, 1870, he was re¬ 
turned to the National Assembly 
by the arxondissement of DAle in 
the department of the Jura, and on 
the meeting of tho Chamber he was 
elected its President. He was re¬ 
elected by the new Chamber of 
Deputies, Nov. 10, 1877, and again 
in Jan., 1879. After the resignation 
of Marshal Macmahon, M. Grtfvy 
was elected President of the Re¬ 
public for seven years on Jan, 80, 
1879, when 503 votes were recorded 
in his favour, 99 being given to 
General Chanzy (against his will), 

5 for M. Gambetta, one each for 
Goncral Ladmirault,the Due d'Au- 
male, aud General Gallifet. Forty- 
three voting-papers were blank. 


and 87 senators and deputies were 
absent. On tho expiration of this 
poriod he was again elected for a 
second time j but it is believed that 
age and increasing infirmities will 
before long lead him to resign. 

GREY (Earl), The Right Hon, 
Henry Grey, K.G., born Dec. 28, 
1802, the eldest son of the late earl, 
who was Premier in 1830-31, was 
educated at Trinity College, Cam¬ 
bridge, and, as Lord Ho wick, was 
returned to tho House of Commons 
in 1826, as member for Winchelson, 
in 1830 for Higham Farrars, at the 
general election of 1831 for North¬ 
umberland, and after tho passing 
of tho Reform Bill for the northern 
division of that countv. On tho 
fonnation of his fathers ministry, 
he was appointed Under-Secretary 
for the Colonies, but in 1833 re¬ 
signed, in consequence of the deter¬ 
mination of the Cabinet not to 
attempt the immediate emancipa¬ 
tion of the slaves. He afterwords 
held for a short period the post of 
Under-Secretary for Home Affair's, 
and on the formation of the Mel¬ 
bourne administration in 1835 be¬ 
came Secretary for- War. Having 
at the genoral election of 1811 lost 
his seat for Northumberland, which 
he had represented for ten years, 
he was returned in September of 
that year for Sunderland, and exer¬ 
cised his powers as a debater in 
opposition to the Peol government. 

I Lord Howick succeeded his father 
as third Earl Grey, July 17,1845, 
and on the construction of a Whig 
cabinet by Lord J. Russell in 181C, 
accepted the position of Secretary 
of State for tho Colonies, resigning 
with his colleagues in 1852, Lord 
Grey, who figured prominently in 
the opposition to Lord Derby, was 
not included in the Coalition cabi¬ 
net, did not approve the policy of 
Lord Aberdeen's cabinet in de¬ 
claring war against Russia, and 
explained his peculiar views on this 
question in a long speech. May 25, 
1865. For many years he has only 
rarely Bpoken in the House of 
h H 
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Lords; but lie frequently writes 
long and weighty letters to the 
Times on the questions of the day. 
His lordship is the author of 
" Colonial Policy of Lord Russell's 
Administration/' 1853, and of 
n Essay on Parliamentary Govern¬ 
ment as to Reform/' 1858, of 
which a new edition appeared in 
18CI-. 

GRIEG, Edvard Hager up, mu¬ 
sician, was born at Bergen, in 
Norway, 15th June, 1813. At an 
early age he received his first mu¬ 
sical instruction from his mother, 
who was a highly gifted musician 
and an accomplished pianist, In 
1858 lie was, by the advice of Olo 
Bull, sent to continue his musical 
training at the Conservatorium of 
Leipzig, where he became a pupil 
of Moscheles, Hauptmann, Richter, 
Reinecko, and Wenzel. In 1803 he 
went to prosecute his studies at | 
Copenhagen under Niels Wilhelm 
Gade, who, with E. Hartmann, 
greatly contributed to develop his 
talout for composition. The turn¬ 
ing 'point in his career, however, 
was his coining in contact, for a 
short period, with Richard Nord- 
raak, a young Norwegian composer 
of brilliant genius, who shortly 
afterwards died. With regard to 
tliis meeting Grieg himself relates 
that "The scales fell from my 
eyos. It was from him that I first 
learned to appreciate the popular 
melodics of the North, and to bo’ 
conscious of my own nature. Wc 
bocamo determined adversaries of 
the effeminate Scandinavianism 
which was an admixture of Gade 
and Mendelssohn, and with enthu¬ 
siasm we struck out the new path 
now trodden by the Northern 
school." In 1807 he founded at 
Christiania a musical society, which 
he still continues to direct. In 1805 
and 1870 he paid visits to Italy, and 
became intimate at Rome with 
Liszt. He also repeatedly visited 
Germany, especially Leipzig, for 
lengthened periods. Then he 
brought out his compositions in 


public, and ho himself performed 
in 1870 at a concert intho Gowand- 
hnus, at Leipzig, his concerto for 
the piano. Grieg is incontestably 
a composer of original and sterling 
talent, and some of his written 
works are full of poetical fool¬ 
ing, especially his two sonatas 
for the violin, bub some of his 
other compositions may bo de¬ 
scribed as being decidedly arti¬ 
ficial. 

GRIMTHORPE (Lord), Edmund 
Beckett Denison (afterwards Sir 
Edmund Beckett), was bom at 
Carlton Hall, near Newark, May 
12 , 1810, and was educated at 
Doncaster, Eton and Trinity Col¬ 
lege, Cambridge, of which ho was 
scholar. Ho graduated BA. 1838, 
was called to the Bar at Lincoln's 
Inn 1841, and became Q.C. 1851. 
In 18G3 he received the dogroe of 
LL.D., and in 1877 was appointed 
Chancellor and Vicar-General of 
York. He was for many years a 
leader of the Parliamentary bar, 
and retired in 1881. In J880 ho 
was created a peer. He has always 
interested himself greatly in archi¬ 
tecture, and has designed no small 
number of churches and houses, as 
well as all the new works at Bb. 
Alban's Cathedral since 1878 5 at 
Lincoln's Inn, of which ho is a 
bencher, and the great West¬ 
minster clock and bells. He is 
President of the British Horo- 
logical Institute, and is the author 
of the following works: "Astro¬ 
nomy without Mathematics," 7th 
edit., 1883 5 " Treatise on Clocks, 
Watches and Bells," 7th edit., 
1883 j " Life of Bishop Lonsdale/' 
1809; " A Book on Building," 2nd 
edit,, 1880j "Lectures on Church 
Building," "St, Alban’s Cathedral 
and its Restoration," 1886, besides 
numerous pamphlets and reviews 
chiefly on questions of ecclesiastical 
law, and a multitude of caustic 
letters to the Times . 

GROVE, Sir George, bom at 
Clapham, Surrey, in 1820, was 
educated as a civil engineer. In 
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1841 lie erected the first cast-iron 
lighthouse constructed, on Moranfc 
Point, Jamaica, and in 1844 a 
similar tower on Gibbs' Kill, Ber¬ 
muda. On liis l’oLnm to England, 
ho joined tho staff of tho Into Mr. 
Robert Stephenson, by whom lie 
was employed on the works of tho 
ChoRtor and li olyhoa d Railway and 
tho Britannia Bridge. Fn 1850 he 
succeeded Mr. Scott Russell ,*m 
S ecretary to the Society of Art*., 
and on the formation of the 
Crystal Palace Company in 1852 
was appointed its secretary, a posi¬ 
tion lie occupied till the end of 
1873. After this he became a 
member of the Board of Direction 
of tho Company, and retained his 
seat until 1878, He was associated 
with the house of Macmillan and 
Co., Publishers, and edited Mac- I 
millan’s Magazine for several years. 
He is also editor of a "Dictionary 
of Music and Musicians (a.d. 1450- 
1886)," now publishing in parts. 
Some of the principal biographies— 
amongst them Beethoven, Mendels¬ 
sohn, and Schubert—are from his 
pen. Sir George Grove was one of 
the principal contributors to the 
t( Dictionary of the Bible/' edited 
by Dr. William Smith, and took an 
aotive part in the formation of the 
Palestine Exploration Fund, under 
the patronage of Her Majesty. 
The University of Durham con¬ 
ferred on Mr. Grove (June 2G, 1875) 
the honorary degree of D.C.L., in 
recognition of his eminent services 
to literature. His analyses of 
classical orchestral music for the 
Saturday Concerts at the Crystal 
Palace, and his seal as a propagan¬ 
dist of good music are well known. 
Early in 1882 he was appointed by 
the Prince of Wales to be Director 
of the " Royal College of Music " 
at Kensington. Sir George Grove 
is one of the literary executors of 
the late Dean of Westminster, 
with whom he visited the United 
States in 187S. He was knighted 
by the Queen at Windsor, May 24, 
1883. He is married to Harriet, 


daughter of the late Rev. Charles 
Bradley. 

GROVE, The Hon, Sir William 
Robert, D.C.L., E.R.S., eon of John 
Grove, Esrp, Swansea, a Justice of 
the Peace, and a Doputy-Lieu- 
tonaut of Glamorganshire, was 
horn July 11,1811. lie was edu- 
caLod by tho Rev, E. Griffiths, of 
Swansea, tho Rev. J. Kilvert, of 
Filth, and at Br.wnosc* College, 
Oxford, where he proceeded to tho 
degree of M.A. in 1K33. Two 
years later he was called to tlic Bar 
at Lincoln's Inn. Being tempo¬ 
rarily prevented by ill-health from 
following the legjpil profession, ho 
turned his attention to the study of 
electricity, and succeeded in 1839 
in contriving the powerful voltaic 
battery which hears his name. He 
was Professor of Experimental 
Philosophy at the London Institu¬ 
tion from 1810 till 1817, and he 
took an active part, as member of 
the Council, in the business of the 
Royal Society, particularly in the 
reform of its constitution, effected, 
after a severe struggle, in 1H17, 
Mr. Grove, who became a Q.C. in 
1853, was for some years the leader 
of the South Wales and Chester 
circuits, a member of the Metro¬ 
politan Commission of Sewers, and 
one of the Royal Commissioners on 
Patent Law. Ho waa President of 
the British Association at Notting¬ 
ham in 1SGG, when he selected for 
the subject of his address the Con¬ 
tinuity of Natural Phenomena, as 
evinced by the recent progress of 
science, his object being^ to show 
that the changes in the inorganic 
world, in tho succession of organ¬ 
ized beings, and in the progress of 
human knowledge, result from 
gradual minute variations. The 
honour of knighthood was bestowed 
upon him (Fob. 21, 1S72) a few 
months after his elevation to the 
judicial bench (Nov. 1871) as a 
Justice of the Common Pleas. 
That office ho held until Nov. 
1875, when, through the operation 
of the Judicature Act, he became a 
H h 2 
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Judge of the High Court of Jus¬ 
tice, Sir William has made several 
important discoveries in electricity 
and optics, and he is the author of 
a remarkable lecture, jointed in 
1812, on "The Progress of Physi¬ 
cal Science since the opening of the 
London Institution.” in this lec¬ 
ture he first advanced the doctrine 
of the mutual convertibility of the 
various natural forces, heat, elec¬ 
tricity, &e., and of their being all 
modes of motion. This doctrine is 
further developed in his famous 
essay “ On the Correlation of Phy¬ 
sical Forces/” which appeared ori¬ 
ginally in 184G, reached a sixth 
edition, “ with other contributions 
to science,” in 1871, and has "been 
translated into French and Gorman. 
In 1847 he received the medal of 
the Royal Society for iiis Bakariaii 
lecture on “ Voltaic Ignition, and 
on the Decomposition of Water 
into its constituent Gases by Heat.” 
Sir William has contributed many 
papers to the Transactions of the 
Royal Society, and the “Philoso¬ 
phical Magazine; ” and ho is a 
Fellow of the Royal Society, and a 
member of the Academies of Romo 
and Turin, 

CTBERNATI 8 , Angelo de, an 
Italian author, bom at Turin, 
April 7,1810, was educated in the 
University of Turin, where lio 
received the degree of Doctor of 
Philology, He was appointed in 
1800 Professor of Rhetoric in the 
Gymnasium of Ghiori, near Turin ; 
wag sent in 1802, at the expense 
of the government, to Berlin, where 
ho studied under Professois Bopp 
and Weber 3 became extraordinary 
Professor of Sanscrit in the Uni¬ 
versity of Florence (Islituto di 
Studii Super ion) in 3803, and ordi¬ 
nary profossor in 1809. Signor De 
Gubernatis has obtained celebrity 
na a dramatist, a lyric poet, a 
journalist, a critic, an orientalist, 
and a mythologist. He made his 
debut with his tragedy entitled 
“Pier delle Yigne” The princi¬ 
pal character was sustained by the 


celebrated actor Ernesto Rossi, nnd 
the piece proved a groat success. 
Afterwards ho published the fol¬ 
lowing dramas in versei — “La 
Morle di Catono,” “Bmnolo,” 187 h 
“II ftt Hnla” “II Re D.isaratn,” 
“ Miiyrt ” “Romolo Augnstolo,” 
and “Savitri: Tdillio Drammatico 
Indian o,” 1878. He has founded 
live journals— L'ttaUa Letterin'ia 
(1802), La Civiltd ftaliana (1800), 
La ltivista Orientate (1807), La 
Jtivista Ruropca (1809), and the 
BoUettmo Iialiano dcgli Btudii 
Orientals (1870)- He is the Itulian 
correspondent of the Athenaeum 
and of the Qon temporary Review of 
London, of tlic/HteMifttiouat Review 
of New York, of the Deutsche 
Rundschau of Berlin, and of the 
Wiestnih Wvropy of St. Petersburg, 
Aiiiohj^ his scientific works the 
following deserve special mention : 
“ Piccolo Enciclopodiu, Indiana,” 
Florence, 1807 ,* “ Fonti vediche 
dell' epopea,” Florence, 1807 j 
“ Memoria sui viaggiatori Italiani 
nelle Indio Orion tali,” Floronoe, 
1807 i “ Storia comparata degli usi 
niusiali Indo - Europci,” Milan, 
1809 ; “ Storia comparata degli usi 
fnnebri e natalizii,” Milan, 1877 ;

giatori Italiani nelle Indie,” Leg¬ 
horn, 1875 3 “ MaUhiaux^ pour 
servir it Tllistoiro dca Etudes 
Orientales en Italic,” Paris and 
Florence, 1870; and “Mythologio 
des Plantes,” 2 vols., Paris, 1878, 
He is general Secretary of the 
Italian Oriental Academy. In 
May, 1878, he delivered in the 
Taylor Institute at Oxford a series 
of three lectures on the life and 
works of Manzoni. They were 
published at Florence in 1879, 
under the title of “ Alessandro 
Manzoni, Studio Biografico.” 
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lie acted as general secretary to 
the Congress of Orientalists held 
at Florence in IS opt. 1878. 

GUILLAUME, Jean Baptiste Claude 
Eugene, a distinguished French 
sculptor, was born at Montbard 
(Cdte d’Or), Fob. 3,1822, and after 
passing through the usual course 
of studios in the College of Dijon, 
went to Paris to become a pupil 
of Pradior at the Ecole dos Beaux- 
Arts, whore he obtained the prize 
of Pome in 1845., On the reorga¬ 
nization of the Ecole des Beaux- 
Arts at the close of 1873, M. 
Guillaume was appointed to a 
professorship, and a twelvemonth 
later was nominated Director of 
that institution. He was elected 
a member of the Institute in 1862, 
promoted to the rank of Officer of 
the Legion of Honour in 1867, and 
elected «u honorary member of tho 
Poyal Academy of London Deo. 15, 
1861). This artist’s name is familiar 
to those visitors at tho London 
International Exhibition of 1862 
who noticed “ The Tomb of the 
Gracchi/' which was suggested by 
the double busts of the great 
brethren placed as on a tomb, and 
side by snlo. His statue of Na¬ 
poleon I., which was at the French 
Universal Exhibition of 1867, at¬ 
tracted great attention. Among 
tho other productions of his chisel 
are "Theseus finding his Father's 
Sword on a Pock ,*" " Anacreon's 
Guests/' a bas-relief ; bust of M. 
Hittorlf in the Universal Exposi¬ 
tion of 1855j "The Lives of SS. 
Olotildo and Valero/' bas-reliefs, 
in the new church of St. Clo¬ 
tilda* the statue of L'Hopital, 
in tho now Louvre ,* the "Monu¬ 
ment of Colbert/' at Pheims; 
and a bust of Monseigneur Dar- 
boy. 

GULL, Sir 'William Withey, Bart., 
M.D., F.P.S., was born Deo. 31, 
1816, being the youngest son of 
Mr. John Gull, of Thorpe-le-Soken, 
Essex. Ho was educated privately, 
and subsequently pursued his 
medical studies at Guy’B Hospital.

He graduated M.B. in 1811, uud 
M.D. in lfiJG, at the London Uni¬ 
versity; and it is worthy of note 
that he was tho first medical 
graduate who was nominated on 
the Senate by the Crown. Dr. 
Gull was Fulleriau Professor of 
Physiology at the Poyal Institu¬ 
tion of Groat Britain in 1817-49,* 
was elected a Fellow of the Poyal 
College of Physicians in 1848; and 
for twenty years acted as physician 
and lecturer to Guy's Hospital, 
retiring from that position about 
1867, though he resumed his con¬ 
nection with the institution in 
1871 by accepting the post of con¬ 
sulting physician. On Jun, 20, 
1872, ho was created a baronet, in 
recognition of tho services renderod 
by Inm during tho severe illness of 
the Prince of Wales at the close of 
tiie previous year; and in the 
following month lie was appointed 
one of Her Majesty's Physicians 
Extraordinary. In 1883 he re¬ 
signed the position which for 
twelve years ho had held in tho 
General Medical Council as one of 
the Crown members. Sir William 
Gull is President of the Clinical 
Society, a Fellow of tlio Poyal 
Medieo-Chirurgicnl Society, a mem¬ 
ber of tho General Medical Council, 
an honorary Doctor of Civil Law 
of Oxford (1808), and a Fellow of 
tho Poyal Society (1869). lie is 
the author of rf Gxustonian Lectures 
on Paralysis*" of treatises on 
"Hypochondriasis" and on "Ab¬ 
scess of the Brain j" ft Peports on 
Epidemic Cholera: Drawn up at 
the desire of the Cholera Com¬ 
mittee of the Poyal College of 
Physicians " {in conjunction with 
Dr. William Billy), 1854; "An 
Oration delivered before the Hun¬ 
terian Society, Feb. 13, 1861 j J ' 

" Clinical Observation in Relation 
to Medicine in Modern Times," an 
address delivered in the Divinity 
School, Oxford, on the occasion of 
the meeting of the British Associ¬ 
ation in that city in 1868; and 
" The Harveian Oration," delivered 
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at the Royal College of Physicians, 
London, Juno 21,1870 ; ” “ Arterio- 
CapiUury Fibrosis” (with Dr. 
Sutton), Mod. Ohir. Trans., vol. 
lv. j “ Anorexia Nervosa;” “ On a 
Cretinoid State,” Trans. Clin. Soc., 
vol. vii., &c. Sir W. Cull has also 
been a frequent contributor to the 
reports of Guy's Hospital. His 
speciality lies in clinical practice. 
Ho married, in 18 IB, Susan Anne, 
daughter of Colonel J. Dacro Lacy, 
of Carlisle. 

GUNTHER, Albert Charles Lewis 
Gotthilf, M.A., Pb.D., M.D., F.K.S., 
bom at JEsslingcn (Wurteniborg), 
Oct. 3, J830, and educated at the 
Universities of Tubingen, Berlin, 
and Bonn, outered the service of 
the TrUbteos of tlio British Museum 
in 1858, and was appointed Keeper 
of the Department of Zoology in 
1873; since that time ho has de¬ 
voted himself exclusively to the 
administration of the extensive 
collections under his charge. Dr. 
Gunther, who is a member of seve¬ 
ral academies and learned societies 
at home and abroad, has published:

1-8, London, 
1859-70; " The Fishes of tho South 
Seas,” Humlmvg, 1873-78; “The 
Gigantic Land Tortoises, Living 
and Extinct,” London, 1877; “An 
Introduction to the Study of 
Dishes,” Edinb. 1SNO; and nume¬ 
rous papers in tho Philosophical 
Transactions, the Proceedings of 
the Zoological and Liiuxnan Socie¬ 
ties, and other pcriodicvls, He is 
the founder of the “Record of 
Zoological Literature,” of which he 
has edited the first six volumes 
(18G4-70); and co-editor of tho 
u Annals and Magazine of Natural 
History.” 


GUTHRIE, James Cargill, born 
Aug. 27, 1814, at Airnefoul farm, 
in the pariah of Glamis, Forfar¬ 
shire, of which farm his father was 
tunant, is descended from a long 
lino of proprietors and agricultu¬ 
rists in the Vale of Strathmore. 
He woe educated at tho parish 
school of Kinno tiles and Montrobo 
Academy. Being intended by liis 
parents for the Church, ho then 
successfully studied for some years 
in the University of Edinburgh. 
Disappointed in his early hopes 
and ambition, ho then entered the 
mercantile world, and all his writ¬ 
ings and published works have 
consequently been produced amidst 
the cares of a busy life. Ho was 
appointed in 1SG8 Principal Libra¬ 
rian to tho Dundee Free Library, 
the first institution of tho kind 
established under the Free Libra¬ 
ries Act in Scotland, lie ia tlio 
author of numerous poems mid 
popular Scotch bongs, a prose story 
“The Vale of Strathmore,” and 
some anthems and hymns which 
have been set to music by Dr. 
Spark and other composers. 

GUTHRIE, Thomas Anstey (who 
publishes under the name of F. 
Anstey), was born in 1850 at Ken¬ 
sington, and educated at a private 
school, and at King’s School, 
S brand. Ho matriculated at Trinity 
Hall, Cambridge, in 1H73, took his 
degree in the Law Tripos, 1870, 
and was called to tho Bar by the 
Benchers of the Middle Temple, 
1880. He read in Chambers 
with a Conveyancer and Equity 
Draughtsman, but never prac¬ 
tised ns a barrister. lie pub¬ 
lished short storms in various 
magazines between 1878-83. His 
first book “Vice Versa” appeared 
in 1882 and achieved an immense 
success, running through many 
oditions within the year of publi¬ 
cation. It was also dramatised and 
performed on the London and pro¬ 
vincial stage for many nights. It 
was followed in 1883 by “The 
Giant's Robe,” 1884; “The Black 
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Poodlo/ J and oilier BtorieB, "The 
Tinted Venus,” 1885 ; "The Eallen 
Idol,” 18SG. 

GTJTHRIE, William, was "bom at 
Culhorn, Stranraer, N.B., 1835, 
■being the eon of the late George 
Guthrie, Esq., of Appleby and Er- 
nainbrie. Ho was educated at 
Glasgow and Edinburgh Univer¬ 
sities, and was admitted an advo¬ 
cate at the Scotch bar in 1861. Mr. 
Guthrie was appointed one of the 
Commissioners under the Truck 
Commission Act, in Dec. 1871 ; 
Registrar of Friendly Societies in 
Scotland, from Oct. 1879, to Eeb. 
1874 ; and Sheriff-substitute of 
Lanarkshire at Glasgow, Jan. 1874. 
Ho edited the Journal of Jurispru¬ 
dence (Edinburgh) from 1866 to 
1874 } and was one of the Reporters 
of Court of Session Cases, Scot¬ 
land, from 1871 to 1874. He has 
published a translation of Savigay 
on "Private International Law,” 
(System of Modern Roman Law, 
vol, viii.) 1869 j an edition of Ers- 
Irine’s " Principles of Scots Law,” 
1870, second edit. 1874 ; two edi¬ 
tions of BelTs "Principles of the 
Law of Scotland,” 1871 and 187G; 
"The Law of Trodo Unions in 
England and Scotland,” 1873; 
" Select Cases decided in the Sheriff 
Courts of Scotland,” 1879. 

GZOWSKI, Lieut.-Col. Casimir 
Stanislaus, one of Her Majesty's 
Aides-de-Camp in Canada, was bora 
at St, Petersburg, in Match, 1813, 
and is the son of Count Gzowski, a 
Polish noble and offloer of the Im¬ 
perial Guards, In 1830, Col. 
Gzowski graduated as an engineer 
from the military college - of Kre- 
menetz, in the province of Vol- 
hynia, and entered the Russian 
army. Ho was concerned in the 
Polish insurrections of 1830-32, and 
exiled to the United States in the 
latter year. There hiB linguistic 
accomplishments for a time served 
him in good stead, but he re¬ 
sumed his profession, and soon 
went to Upper Canada, where he 
connected himself with the De- 


| partment of Public Works for the 
Provinco, and has boon interested 
in many public enterprises of a 
professional character for the past 
fifty yeai'B. With all the important 
engineering products of Canada in 
railway construction, in river and 
railway-bridge building, M.Gzwoski 
has been identified ; and many 
public and private enterprises have 
had the benefit of his experience 
and skill. Col. Gzowski has for 
many year's taken an active part in 
furthering the aims of the Dominion 
Rifle Association ; and has been 
well known at Wimbledon, on the 
occasion of the visit of the Canadian 
team. In May, 1879, he was ap¬ 
pointed Aide-do-Camp to the 
Queen.

HAAG, Carl, R.W.S., a painter, 
born at Erlangen in Bavaria in 
1820, began his artistic education 
at the Academy of Nuremberg in 
1837, afterwards continuing it at 
Munich and Rome. In 1817 lio 
settled in this country, and his ad¬ 
miration for the perfection of Eng¬ 
lish water-colour painting in¬ 
duced him to abandon oil, and 
adopt water-colour in preference, 
In 1850 he was elected a member 
of the Royal Society of Painters in 
Water-Colours. Ho has been a 
constant contributor to thG Ex¬ 
hibitions of that Society, the sub¬ 
jects of his earlier pictures being 
chiefly from the Tyrol, Dalmatia, 
and Montenegro. In 1853 he was 
introduced at tho Court of Queen 
Victoria by the late Prince of 
Leiningen, and Her Majesty gave 
him many commissions for sketches 
of life in the Highlands of Scotland, 
and also for important pictures, 
such as " The Royal Family ascend¬ 
ing Loch-no-Garj” "Evening at 
Balmoral — the Stags brought 
Home; ” " The Queen and Prince 
Consort fording Pool Tarff,” and 
others, which were exhibited, and 
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liavo since been engraved. lie 
then travelled in Greeco, Egypt, 
Syria, and Palestine, painting im¬ 
portant views of Athens, Bn'albek, 
Palmyra, and many of the Holy 
Places in Jerusalem, among them 
"The Ancient VoBtibulo beneath 
the Temple Area/' "Tho Golden 
Gateway," and " The Holy Koclc in 
the so-called Mosque of Omar/' 
most of which wore finibhed on the 
spot. His chief aim, however, was 
to study the life of the Bedaween 
tribes, and the scenes of different 
deserts, for which purpose he made 
long stays among these nomadic 
hordes, learning their mode of life, 
their manners and customs, and 
has since painted a series of pic¬ 
tures illustrative of Arab life, the 
boat known of which are, "Agliilc 
Agliu receiving the visit of H.R.H, 
the Prince of Wales and suite in 
his Encampment near Mount 
Tabor,” "The tribe of the Anazeh 
Bedaween departing from Pal¬ 
myra/ 4 "ABivouacin the Desert/’ 
"The Arrival at a Well in the 
Desert," " Preparing the Evening 
Meal,” " Desert Hospitality,” 
"Happiness in the Desert," "A 
Bodawco’s Devotion,” " Danger in 
the Desert,” ft On the Alert,” 
"Ready for Defenoe,” and "A 
Caravan of Bedaween Encamping 
near the Sphinx of Geezeli against 
an approaching Sandstorm. A 
special exhibition of Mr. C. Haag's 
works was held at the Goupil Gal¬ 
leries in Bond Street, 1885, Mr. 
Haag is an honorary member of 
the Socicto Royale des Aquarel- 
liates of Brussels. He received the 
Royal Bavarian Cross of Merit in 
18^2, In 1874 he became an 
Officer of the Order of the Med- 
jidid, and in 1878 a Knight of the 
Legion of Honour of Franco. 

HAAST, Sir Julius von, K.C.M.G., 
Ph,D„ D.Sc., P.R.S., F.L.S., 
F.G.S., &o., a well-known geologist, 
paleontologist, and explorer, was 
born May 1st, 1824, at Bonn, 
Germany. He received his educa¬ 
tion at the Grammar School 


(Gymnasium) there, and attended 
afterwards the University. Later 
on he lived some lime in Belgium 
and France, and made extensive 
travels over Europe, continuing 
his geological and art studios. In 
1858 he went to How Zealand on a 
scientific mission, joined Professor 
Hochstettor, who had arrived in 
the Novara, and took part in all tho 
labours of that distinguished 
geologist. In 1850 he started on 
bohalf of tho Provincial Govern¬ 
ment of Nelson, on an exploring 
expedition to the south-western 
portion of that province—an un¬ 
known, uninhabited wilderness. 
After an absence of nino months, 
full of privations and dangers, he 
returned with excellent results, 
having discovered valuable coal 
and gold-fields. In hip Notes on 
tho Geography and Geology of ihe 
South-Western portion oi Nelson, 
printed by the Nelson Government, 
he gavo an interesting account of 
his adventurous joiunoy and its 
scientific results. Receiving after 
this the appointment of Govern¬ 
ment Geologist for the Province of 
Canterbury in 1861, ho explored 
during ten years the interior of 
that important province, discover¬ 
ing what are now termed tho 
Southern Alps of New Zealand, 
and preparing topographical and 
goological maps of tho region. Nu¬ 
merous publications printed both in 
England and New Zealand give tho 
detailed results of those remark¬ 
able discoveries, for which lie wnb 
awarded th e gold modal of tho lioyal 
Geographical Society. His princi¬ 
pal publication on tho results of 
his journeys in Canterbury and 
Wuthimd is, tf Geology of the Lh*o- 
vincos of Canterbury and Wut- 
land” (Auckland, 1870).

Ho has 
written numerous devotional trea¬ 
tises, one of which,entitled, "Come 
to Jesus,” has reached a circula¬ 
tion of nearly three millions, in 
upwards of twenty languages. He 
has also written "Antidote to 
Fear J *; " Short Memoir of Bov, 
Howland Hill”; "Homeward 
Bound ” ; " The Land of the Forum 
and iho Vatican, Or Thoughts and 
Sketches during an Easter Pilgrim¬ 
age to Rome” (1851, now edit. 
1859 ); a small volume of devotional 
poetry, entitled, u Pilgrim Songs m 
Cloud and Sunshine” (1871) 5 a 
tractate on "Prayer: its Reason¬ 
ableness and Eiflcacy” (1873); and 
several small works on teetotalism, 
of which he has been an earnest 
advocate during forty years. He 
has also compiled from Scripture a 
volume of devotion, entitled, 
" Prayer and Praise in Bible 
Words,” and has edited an auto¬ 
biography of his father, entitled 
"Conflict and Victory.” 

HALL, Samuel Carter, F.S.A., 
the fourth sou of Colonel Robert 
Hull, bom at Topsham, Devon, in 
1801, is a barrister-at-law, and. 
began his professional labours 
as a gallery reporter for the New 
Times. In 1825 lie established and 
for many years edited the Amulet , 
a favourito annual, and is best 
knoAvn by an illustrated work on 
Ireland, written in conjunction 
with liis wifo. Mr. Hall succeeded 
the poet Campbell, in 1830, as 
editor of the New Monthly Maga¬ 
zine, and has laboured with great 
zeal for the popularization of art in 
England. He established the AH 
Joui'nal in 1839, and at first carried 
it on under moat disoouraging 
circumstances 5 but by dint of per¬ 
severance at length hit the popular 
taste in the right way, and gained 
for his serial a large amount of 
public support. Mr. Hall termi¬ 
nated his long connexion with the 
Art Jowmal in December, 1880. 
He has edited the "Book of Gems,” 
" Book of British Ballads,” rt Baro¬ 


nial Halls,” and other illustrated 
works. A list of iho several works, 
original and edited, by Mr. and 
Mi*s. Hall, would occupy moro 
space than can be spared in this 
work, as it amounts to tlueo hun¬ 
dred and forty volumes. Mr. Hall’s 
latest work, " The Retrospect of a 
Long Life,” appeared in 2 vols., 1883. 
He received in 1880 an annual 
civil-list pension of .£150 in recog¬ 
nition of his services to art and 
literature. Mr. Hall has assisted 
in founding some excellent chari¬ 
ties of London, amongst which 
may be mentioned the Hospital 
for Consumption, the Governesses* 
Institution, the Pensioners* Em¬ 
ployment Society; and ho acted as 
one of the honorary secretaries of 
the Nightingale Fund. Mr. Hall 
has been a constant and effective 
advocate of.the temperance cause. 

HAL LIS, Charles, pianist, a 
native of Germany, at an early age 
established himself at Paris, and 
acquired a great reputation for his 
elegant and elovated method in the 
interpretation of the classical com¬ 
positions of the best masters for his 
instrument. His future indeed 
seemed secure, for his services ns a 
professor were eagerly sought, 
when the revolution of Feb, IS 18, 
proved calamitous to him, as it did 
to many other musicians in the 
French capital. Mi*. Halle repaired 
to England, and made his first 
appearance at a concert in Covent 
Gordon Theatre with Beethoven’s 
E flat Concerto. He also played at 
the matinees of Mr. John Ella, the 
dircotor of the Musical Union. Ho 
soon afterwards established himself 
at Manchester as Director of the 
Musical Institution there, and has 
materially contributed towards im¬ 
proving the musical taste of the 
inhabitants, as well as promoting 
in that centre of commercial activity 
a knowledge of the best orchestral 
works of the great masters.

HALSBURY fiord), Hardinge 
Stanley Giffard, Lord Chancellor of 
England, born in London, Sept. 3, 
1825, is the third son of the late 
Stanley Lees Gifford, Es<i„ LL.D., 
barrister-at-law. He was educated 
at Merton College, Oxford, where 
ho took the degree of B.A. in 1852, 
and M.A. in 1855. Ho was called 
to the Bor at the Inner Temple in 
1850, and joined the South Wales 
and Chester Circuit. He also had 
a very large junior practice at the 
Central Criminal Court and the 
Middlesex Sessions, and lie was for 
several years a junior prosecuting 
counsel to tho Treasury. He be¬ 
come Queen's Counsel in 1866, and 
a Bencher of tho Inner Temple. In 
1873 he was appointed Chairman of 
the Carmarthenshire Quarter Ses¬ 
sions, In Mr. Disraeli's admin is- 
tratiou in 3 875 he was made Solici¬ 
tor-General. He twice contested 
Cardiff in the Conservative interest, 
but did not succeed in gotting a seat 
until 1877, when he was returned 
for Launceston, and sat in the 
House of Commons for that borough 
until his elevation to the peerage in 
1886, when ho was created Baron 
Halsbury, and appointed Lord High 
Chancellor. He was one of the 
leading counsel in the Tichborne 
case, and before his elevation he 
was engaged in most pf the impor¬ 
tant cases of his time. He is con- 
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stable of Launceston Castlo, and in 
1881 was treasurer of his Inn. 

HALSWELLE, Keeley, E.I., 
A.R.S.A., w/ifl born at Richmond, 
Surrey, April 23, 1832. Ho very 
early showed talent and liking for 
art, but his desire to adopt art as 
his profession met with no encour¬ 
agement from his family. Even¬ 
tually, howover, he was entered as 
a pupil in an architect's office in 
London, but soon abandoned what 
appeared to him mechanical drud¬ 
gery. After some practice as a 
skotcher for the IUust rated London 
News he went to Edinburgh, and 
lliore found a friend in Mr. William 
Nelson, the publisher, who en¬ 
couraged him by giving him illus¬ 
tration work, also offering to send 
the young artist to Spain or Italy 
to study painting. In 1857 he 
exhibited his first picture in tho 
Royal Scottish Academy, and in 
18GG was elected on Associate of 
that body. In 18G9 he went to 
Italy, and in the following year his 
pieturo "Roha di Roma” made its 
mark at Burlington House, after¬ 
wards gaining the <£30 prize at 
Manchester. This was followed by, 
in 1B70, " Roman Street Life; ” in 
lb71, "Contadiui in St. Peter's, 
Rome j ” in 1872, “ 1 The Elevation of 
the Host j” in 1873/T1 Madonnajo

Up to this 
date his reputation had been made 
by works coming within the sphere 
of the figure and historical painter, 
but in recent years, and to a large 
class of the public, his name is 
associated with the landscapes 
which are yearly exhibited at the 
Royal Academy and Grosvenor 
Gallery. In 1884 a series pf his 
views of Thames Scenery was ex¬ 
hibited in London. 

HAMERTON, Philip Gilbert, was 
bom at Loneside, near Shaw, Lan- 
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cashire, Sept. 30, 1834, his father 
being a solicitor in Shaw, and cadet 
of an ancient Yorkshire family, the 
Hnmertons of Hellifield Peel and 
Hollins. He was educated at 
Burnley and Doncaster Grammar 
Schools, and afterwords prepared 
by private tutors for Oxford, but 
a taste for the fine aids led him to 
study landscape pointing. He 
began to exercise his pen very 
early in life by contributing to the 
Historic Times a series of articles 
entitled “Home in 1819," and in 
1851 he published a work on 
Heraldry. In 1855 appeared a 
volume of verae, "The Isles of 
Loch Awe, and other Poems/' with 
sixteen illustrations by the author. 
In the same year Mr. Hamerton 
wont to Paris to study painting 
and .French literature. In 1857 
he Bottled at Loch Awe, but re¬ 
turned to Prance in 18G1, living 
first at Sens and afterwords near 
Antun. His residence at Sons was 
chiefly productive of pictures, but 
on the establishment of The Fine 
Arts Quarterly Review he became 
a frequent contributor, and he 
also contributed to the Fortnightly 
when under the editorship of Mr. 
Lewos. In 1866 Mr. Hamerton 
became aid-critic to the Saturday 
Review , but resigned this post in 
18G8, remaining, however, con¬ 
nected with the Review as an occa¬ 
sional contributor. In 18G8 he 
published " Etching and Etchers," 
a critical and practical treatise on 
the art of etching, and the masters 
who have excelled in it, with 
plates j the first edition of this is 
nov rare and much sought after. 
In 1868 appeared an essay on French 
art, entitled " Contemporary French 
Painters," followed in the next 
year by another of the same kind, 
"Painting in France after the 
decline of Classicism." In 18G9 
Mr. Hamerton wrote his first 
novel, "Wen&erholmeDuring 
the year 1869 he planned a new art 
periodical, the Portfolio, which [is 
distinguished by careful writing 


and artistic illustration, chiefly in 
the form of etchings by tho best 
masters in Europe. Some of Mr. 
Hamerton's more recent literary 
works have first appeared in the 
pages of the Portfolio . One of the 
most widely known of this author’s 
works, "The Intellectual Lite," 
appeared in 1873. In 187G was 
published "Hound my House,” an 
account of the author's personal 
observations of rural life and cha¬ 
racter in France. In 1878 Mr. 
Hamerton iniblished anonymously 
" Mannomo/' a novel, which was 
successful in England, France, and 
the United States, and appeared in 
the Tauchuitz reprints. "Modem 
Frenchmen" (1878) contains various 
studios of remarkable Fronchmen. 
In 1882 appeared "The Graphic 
Arts, a treatise on the varieties of 
Drawing, Painting, and Engraving 
in comparison with each other and 
with Nature." In 1884 appoarod a 
volume of Essays by Mr. Hamer¬ 
ton under the title "Human Inter¬ 
course," and in 1885 a costly and 
important work on "Landscape," 
richly illustrated. Mr. Hamevton's 
works have been frequently re¬ 
printed in America, and a collected 
edition in ten volumes was pub¬ 
lished at Boston in 1882. In recog¬ 
nition of his standing as a writer 
on art, ho has been elected an 
honorary member of tho Burlington 
Club, membra protedeur of the Bel¬ 
gian Etching Club, and an honorary 
member of the Society of Painter- 
Etchers. In 1882 the French Go¬ 
vernment conferred upon him tho 
University decoration of an OJjiciw 
cVAcaddmie. 

HAMILTON, The Bight Hon. Lord 
George Francis, M.P., is tho third 
son of the Duke of Abercom, by 
Lady Louisa, second daughter of 
John, sixth Duke of Bedford. Ho 
was bom at Brighton in Deo. 1815, 
and received his education at 
Harrow. In 1864 he was appointed 
an ensign in the Rifle Brigade, and 
in 1868 was transferred to tho 
Coldstream Guards, At the general 
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election, of Dec. 1808, lie contested 
the county of Middlesex in the 
Conservative interest, and was re¬ 
turned at the head of the poll, the 
numbers being as follows:—-Lord Ot. 
Hamilton, 7,830 j Viscount Enfield, 
6,507; Mi*. Henry Lubouchere, 6,307. 
This decisivo Conservative victory 
occasioned great surprise in political 
circles, as Middlesex had previously 
been regarded as one of the most 
impregnable strongholds of the 
Liberal party. At the general 
election of Feb. 1874, Lord George 
Hamilton again came in at the head 
of the poll, receiving 10,313 voles, 
against 5,192 recorded for Viscount 
Enfield, the most popular of the 
Liberal candidates. On the forma¬ 
tion of Mr.DisraeU'sAdininistration 
in Feb. 1874, his lordship was 
nominated to the post of Parlia¬ 
mentary Under Secretary of State 
for India; and he was appointed 
Vice-President of the Committee 
of Council on Education, April 1, 
1878, in succession to Viscount 
Sandon. On the latter occasion lie 
was sworn of the Privy Council. 
Ho went out of office with his party 
in April, 1880, On the defeat of 
tho Gladstone Government he was 
made First Lord of the Admiralty 
from June, 1883 to Feb. 1886, under 
Lord Salisbury's first administra¬ 
tion, and filled the same post in 
the second Salisbury Cabinet, l&SG. 
His lordship manned in 1871, Lady 
Maud Caroline, youngest daughter 
of the third Earl of Harewood, 
HAMILTON, Sir Robert George 
Grookshauk, K.C.B., bom in 1836, 
is a son of the late Rev. I£. 
Macaulay Hamilton, Minister of 
13ressay, Shetland, He was edu¬ 
cated at the University of Aber¬ 
deen, and in 1855 entered the Civil 
Service as a temporary clerk in the 
War Office. In that year he went 
to the Crimen in the Commissar hit 
Department. On his return, in 
1837, he was employed in the 
Office of Works, and subsequently 
in tho Education Department. 
From 1869 to 1872 he served as 


Accountant to tho Board of Trade. 
In 1872 he bocamo Assistant 
Secretary, and in 1874 Secretary 
to the Civil Service Inquiry Com¬ 
mission. In May, 1882, Lord North¬ 
brook appointed him Under Secre¬ 
tary to the Admiralty; but ho had 
scarcely entered upon that office 
before he vus called to take the 
place of the murdered Mr. Burke 
as Under Secretary for Ireland, 
which position he retained until 
Nov. 1886, when lie was appointed 
Governor of Tasmania. He was 
succeeded at Dublin by Sir Redvers 
Duller. In 1881 he was made 
N.C.B. It is understood that Sir 
Robert Hamilton's advice had 
much to do with the adoption ol' a 
Home Rule policy by Mr. Gladstone 
and Earl Spencer. 

HAMILTON, Sir Robert North 
; Collie, Bart., K.C.B., eldest son of 
I the late Sir Frederick Hamilton, 
Baid., of Silver!on, county Lanark, 
was born April 7,1802. Having re¬ 
ceived his education at Haileybury, 
he entered the Bungal Civil Service 
in 1819, and after holding several 
civil and political offices, became in 
1S12 political agent i o the Governor- 
General in Central India, in which 
post he displayed great readiness 
and ability during the Indian 
mutiny ; and for his services was 
created a K.C.B, (Civil division), 
and received the thanks of both 
Houses of Parliament. Sir Robert, 
who is married to a daughter of the 
late General the Honourable Sir 
George Anson, G.C.B., was in Eng¬ 
land when the mutiny broke out, 
and returned at once to Calcutta, 
whence he was sent by the Gover¬ 
nor-General with full powei’S, to 
accompany the force under Gen, 
Sir Hugh Rose. He was present in 
every engagement, and in the field 
throughout the whole campaign, 
until tranquillity was restored in 
Central India, when he was com¬ 
pelled, on account of ill health, to 
leave the country, and to give up 
the appointment to the Supreme 
Council in India, which had been 
i i 2 
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conferred upon him. For Ms ser¬ 
vices he received tho modal mul 
clasp. After liis return ho was 
Ilii^li Sheriff of 'Warwickshire, in 
which county ho is a Magistrate 
and Deputy-Lie utonant. Sir It. 
Hamilton contested Soul b Warwick- 
sliire in tho Liberal interest at the 
general election of Dec. 1868, and 
faded by 29 votes, 

HAMLEY, Lieutenant-General Sir 
Edward Bruce, K.C.B., K.C.M.G., 
fourth son of Admiral William 
Haniley, K.L., by his wife Barbarn, 
daiigliter of Mr. Charles Ogilvy of 
Lerwick, was born at Bodmin in 
Cornwall, April 27, 1821. He was 
educated at the grammar school 
kept by the late William Hicks (a 
remarkable humorist), and at the 
Doyal Military Academy,Woolwich. 
He entered the army as second 
lieutenant in tho Royal Artillery 
in 1813. He obtained a captaincy 
in 1830, received the Brevets of 
Major and Lieutenant-Colonel for 
distinguished service in 1851 and 
1835, was promoted to Colonel in 
1873, to Major-General in lb79, 
and to Lieutenant-General in 1883. 
He served in the Crimean cam¬ 
paign in 1854-5, including the 
affairs of Bulgaria c and McKenzie's 
Farm; the battle of the Alma, 
where his horse waB shot; Bala¬ 
clava, and Inkerman, where his 
hoi'Be was killed; the siege and 
fall of Sebastopol, and repulse of 
the sortio on Oct. 26,1834, when he 
was mentioned in despatches. 
From 1870 to 1877 he was Com¬ 
mandant of the Staff College. He 
was employed as Her Majesty's 
Commissioner for the delimitation 
of the Balkan frontier (1879), for 
the delimitation of the Eusso- 
Turkish frontier in Armenia (1880), 
for the evacuation of Epirus and 
Thessaly by the Turkish forces, 
and for the occupation of the same 
by the Greek army (1881)—all these 
measures being in fulfilment of the 
Treaty of Berlin. In the Egyptian 
war of 1882 he commanded the 
second division, with which he 


stormod the centre of the enemy's 
lines at Tel-cl-Kobir. He was 
nominated a Companion of tho 
Ordov of tlie Bath in 1867; a 
Knight Commander of the Order 
of SS. Michael and Georgo in Jan. 
1880; Grand Officer of the 
Mcdjidio in 1881; Grand Officer 
of the Osmanio, 1882; and a 
Kniglit Commander of the Order 
of the Bath in Nov. 1882. His 
literary works are: “ Ensign 

Faunco," a novel published in 
Eraser's Magazine, 1818*9; “Lady 
Lee's Widowhood,” a novel pub¬ 
lished in Blackwood, 1853, and 
afterwards ro-publishod in two 
vols. with illustrations by tho

1851-5 ; “The Operations of War,” 
4to, now in its 4tli edition ; “Our 
Poor Relations: a Pliilozoic Essay,” 
1870; “Voltaire,” in the series of 
“ForeignClassics” 3b77; “Thomas 
Carlyle,” an essay republished from 
Blackioood 1881: also many essny3 
in Blackwood, including “Welling¬ 
ton's Career ” (republished in 
1862;, and “ Shakspcre’s Funeral,” 
republished in “ Tales from Black- 
wood.” He was elected Conserva¬ 
tive member for Birkenhead, Nov. 
25th, 1885,. and again after the 
dissolution of 1886. 

HAMLIN, Hannibal, American 
politician, was born at Paris, Maine, 
Aug. 27, 1809. He prepared for 
college, but the death of liis father 
compelled him to take charge of 
his farm. At the age of twenty- 
one he becamo a printer. He then 
studied law, was admitted to the 
Bar in 1833, and practised until 
1848. From 1836 to 1840 ho was a 
member of tho Maine legislature, 
serving as Speaker in 1837, 1839, 
and 1840. He was a Member of 
Congress from 1843 to 1847; a 
State representative again in 18-17; 
and TJ.S. Senator from 1818 to 1857* 
He was Governor of Maino from 
Jan. 7th to Feb. 20,1857, resigning 
the position on his re-election to 
the Senate, He was olectod Vice- 
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President of the U.S. on the ticket 
with Mr. Lincoln in 1800, and on 
the expiration of his term in 1805 
-was made Collector of Customs for 
the port of Poston. This jjosition 
he retained until he was again 
chosen to the Senate in 1800, where 
he remained until 1881. He was 
subsequently for a few years U.S. 
Minister to Spain, but at present 
holds no office. 

HAMMOND (Lord), The Sight 
Hon, Edmund, son of the late Mr. 
George Hammond, for many years 
Under-Secretary of Stato for 
.Foreign Affairs, born in London 
in 1802, was educated at Eton, 
Harrow, and University College, 
Oxford, where he took his B.A. 
degree in 1823, and was afterwards 
elected to a fellowship. He entered 
the Civil Service of the Crown in 
1823, as a clerk in the Privy Council 
Office, whence in the following year 
ho was transferred to the Foreign 
Office. Here he rose by gradual 
promotion until, in April, 1851, he 
was appointed Under-Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs. He was 
sworn a Privy Councillor in 18GU, 
and in 1873 he retired on a pension. 
Iu March, 1874, he was raised to 
the peerage by the title of Baron 
Hammond, of Kirk Ella, Eingston- 
on-Hull. He married, in 184G, 
Mary Frances, third daughter of 
the late Lord Robert Kerr, and 
gran d-dangh tor of William, fifth 
Marquis of Lothian. 

HAMMOND, William Alexander, 
AI.D., born at Annapolis, Mary¬ 
land, August 28, 1828, graduated 
M.D. in the University of New 
York in 184*8, and in June, 1849, 
entered the medical service of the 
United States army as assistant- 
surgeon, in which ho remained till 
I860, having attained the staff 
rank of Captain. In 18G0 ho was 
appointed Professor of Anatomy 
and Physiology in the University 
of Maryland. At the commence¬ 
ment of the civil war he resigned 
his professorship, and entered the 
army almost at the bottom of the 


list of aasis La nt-burg cons. But on 
the reorganization of the Medical 
Bureau in April, 18G2, he was, at 
the esirucst solicitation of the Sani¬ 
tary Commission, appointed Sur¬ 
geon-General of the army, with tho 
rank of Brigadier-General. He re¬ 
tained this position until 18(54, 
when he was dismissed from the 
service on the ground of irregu¬ 
larities in the award of contracts. 
This sentence was reversed by the 
President and Congress in 1878, 
when he was restored to his full 
rank and placed on the retired list. 
On liis dismissal from the army in 
1801 ho was appointed Professor in 
the Bellente - Hospital Medical 
College, New York, and Physician- 
in-Clnef to the New York State 
Hospital for Diseases of the Ner¬ 
vous System ; and subsequently 
was connected with the medical 
department of tho University of 
Now York. Since 1882 lie lias 
been Professor of Mental and Ner¬ 
vous Diseases in tlic New York 
Post Graduate Medical School. He 
was also tho editor of The Journal of 
Psychological Medicine , and has 
published "Military Hygiene "

He 
has also published the following

HAMPDEN, Viscoxmt, The Right 
Hon. Sir Henry Bouverie William 
Brand, G.C.B., M.P., late Speaker 
of the House of Commons, is the 
second son of the twenty-first K/ii'on 
Dacrc, "by the second daughter of 
the late Hon. and Very Rev. Mau¬ 
rice Crosbie, Doan of Limerick, 
and brother and heir presumptive 
to the present Boron. lie was 
born in Dec. 1811. JFor some time 
he was private secretary to Sir 
George Grey. In July, 1852, ho 
obtained a seat in tho House of 
Commons as one of the members 
for Lewes, which borough he con¬ 
tinued to repre&ont till Doc. 1808, 
and since then ho has sat for the 
county of Cambridge. In IV)). 
1858, Mr. Brand was appointed 
Keeper of the Privy Seal to the 
Prince of Wales, but ho only held 
the office for a few weeks. He 
held the office of Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Treasury from 
June, 1850, to July, 1806. In 1859 
Mr. Brand succeeded Sir W. Hay- 
ter, senior " whip M of the Liberal 
party, and lie discharged the duties 
of that important and laborious 
office with unflagging energy and 
zeal for a period of nine years. 
When Mr. Denison, afterwards 
Viscount Ossingfcon, vacated tho 
Speaker’s chair, Mr. Brand was 
nominated by tho Government to 
succeed him, and he was elected 
Speaker of the House of Commons 
without opposition in Peb. 1872. 
At first some hon. members enter¬ 
tained misgivings as to whether a 
gentleman who had been so pecu¬ 
liarly identified for many years 
with the interests of one political 
party in the State would preside 
with due impartiality over the 
discussions of the House of Com¬ 
mons } but all such doubts were soon 
set at rest by tho conduct of the 
right hon. gentleman, who had dis¬ 
charged the duties of his high 
office to the satisfaction alike of 


Liberals and Conservatives. Tho 
most conclusive proof of this is, 
tli at when a new Parliament was 
elected, and the Con&eivativos 
were placed in power, Mr. Brand 
was again elected Speaker without 
opposition in March, 1874. Ho was 
elected Speaker for the third time 
.April 29, 1880, and on him loll the 
chief burden of dealing with tho 
“ obstructionists/’ who during the 
next two Sessions did their best to 
render Parliamentary Government 
impossible. At the close of the 
Session of 1881 tho Queen con¬ 
ferred on him the dignity of the 
Civil Grand Cross of the Order of 
the Bath. Sir Henry Brand’s 
name for some years came fre¬ 
quently before tho public in con¬ 
nection with a scheme for the ame¬ 
lioration of the condition of the 
agricultural labourers on his estate 
at Glynde, in Sussex. Ho is a 
magistrate and Deputy-Lieutenant 
for Sussex, and married, in 18118, 
Eliza, daughter of General Kobort 
Ellice. On liis retirement from tho 
Chair of the Honso of Commons 
in 1884 ho was created Viscount 
Hampden. 

HAMPTON, Wade, was horn in 
Charleston, South Carolina, March 
28, 1818. His father, who died in 
1835, was probably the wealthiest 
pluntor in the United States, being, 
it is said, the owner of more than 
3,O(J0 slaves. The son graduated 
at the University of South Caro¬ 
lina, studied law, and subsequently 
became a member of the State 
Legislature. On the outbreak 
of the civil war he entered the 
Confederate service, and raised a 
regiment of cavalry; was made a 
Brigadier-General, served during 
the Peninsular campaign of 1802, 
and was wounded at Gettysbau’g, 
July 2, 1805. In 1801 ho was made 
Lieutenant - General, and com¬ 
manded a body of cavalry in Vir¬ 
ginia. Early in 1805 lie was sent 
to South Carolina, and commanded 
the rear-guard of the Confederate 
army, which was falling back 
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before G-encral Sherman. Largo 
quantities of ootton had been stored 
at Columbia, tlio capital of the 
state, which, upon the approach of 
the tTnion forces, was piled up iu 
an open square, ready to be burnt. 
Fire was set to this, which resulted 
in a conflagration by wliicli a great 
part of the city was destroyed, A 
sharp discussion arose between 
Generals Hampton and Sherman, 
each charging the other with the 
wilful destruction of Columbia, 
Hut, according to the best evidence, 
as far as either was concerned, the 
conflagration was purely acci¬ 
dental, In 3870 Gen. Hampton 
was elected Governor of South 
Carolina, and again in 1878. Since 
1879 he has represented South 
Carolina in the U.S. Senate, his 
present (second) term expiring in 
1891. 

HANBUKY, Sir Janies Arthur, 
K.C.B., son of the late Mr. Samuel 
Hanbury, was born in 1832, and 
received his education at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he took the 
degree of Bachelor of Medicine in 
1833. He became a member of the 
Royal College of Surgeons of "Eng¬ 
land in 1859. Immediately after 
graduating at Dublin, ho entered 
the medical department of the 
Army. He became surgeon in 
1863, surgeon-major in 1873, bri¬ 
gadier-surgeon in 1879, and deputy- 
surgeon-general in 1881. HeBerved 
with distinction in China, India, 
and America ; was principal medical 
officer of a division during the 
Afghan campaigns of 1878-9 and 
1879-80$ and served as principal 
medical officer under Lieut.-Gen. Sir 
Frederick Boberts on the occasion 
of his celebrated inarch from Cabid 
to Candahar. For these services 
he was created a Companion of the 
Bath, and received the war medal 
and bronze star. In Aug. 1882, he 
was specially selected to accompany 
Sir Garnet Wolseley as principal 
medical officer of the Egyptian 
Expedition, with the local rank of 
surgeon-general, At the close of 


the campaign he was created a 
Knight Commander of the Order 
of the Bath, and Fellow of the 
Boyal College of t Surgeons, Ireland 
(causl honoris), in 1883. 

HANNAH, The Ven. John, 
D.C.L., born in 1818, was educated 
at Corpus Christi College, Oxford, 
of which he was scholar, and where 
he took his B.A. degree in 1840 aa 
a first class in classics. He was 
elected to a Fellowship at Lincoln 
College, where he obtained a huge 
university connection as a private 
tutor $ became Boctor of the 
Academy at Edinburgh in 1817; 
and succeeded Bishop Wordsworth 
in 1851, as Warden of Trinity Col¬ 
lege, Glcnalmond, an educational 
establishment which combines ft 
Divinity department for training 
young men for the Episcopal 
Church in Scotland, with a public 
school after the English model. 
Dr. Hannah was appointed Bampton 
lecturer at Oxford, for 1863, his 
Bubject being “The Eolation be¬ 
tween the Divine and Human Ele¬ 
ments in Holy Scripture /■'andwas 
Select Preacher at Oxford, in 1881, 
and at Cambridge in 1877 and 
1886. He was presented to the 
vicarage of Brighton in 1870. 
He became Prebendary of Chiches¬ 
ter in 1874, and Archdeacon of 
Lewes in 1876. He is the author 
of “Discourses on the Fall and its 
Results/' and of several separately 
published lectures oadsermons. He 
has also edited, with notes, “The 
Poems and Psalms of Henry King, 
D.D.," 1843 $ poemB by Sir H. 
Wotton, Sir W\ Baleigh, and others 
(1845); and the “ Courtly Poets 
from Ealeigh to Montrose/* 1870. 

HANNEN, The Bight Hon, Sir 
James, eldest son of the late Mr. 
James Hannen, of Kingswood, 
Surrey, formerly a merchant in the 
city of London, was born in 1821, 
and received his education at St. 
Paul's School, whence ho removed 
to the University of Hoidelburg. 
He was called to the bar at the 
Middle Temple in 1848, and chose 
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tho Hume Circuit on which he 
oUiiinjil a very largo practice, 
mainly in e<amuercialbusiness. He 
v.h continually employed in very 
complicated and important eases, 
and in tho great Shrewsbury case 
in the House of Lords he was 
< -no of the counsel retained by the 
successful claimant. Mr. Hannon 
was for some time counsel to the 
Treasury. In Aug. 1868, he was 
nominated a puisne judge of the 
Queen’s Bench, in succession to the 
late Mr. Justice Shee, and had the 
honour of knighthood conferred 
upon him. He was appointed 
Judge of the Court of Probate and 
Divorce in succession to Lord Pen¬ 
zance, in Nov. 1872, when he 
was sworn a member of the Privy 
Council. 

HANSLICK, Eduard, musical 
critic, burn at Prague, Sept. 11, 
1823, is the son of a well-known 
bibliographer. He studied law 
and philosophy in Prague and in 
Vienna, where he to ok the degree of 
Doctor. In 1836 he was appointed 
tutor of aesthetics and musical 
histury, in 1861 imofessor extra¬ 
ordinary, and in 1870, regular pro¬ 
fessor. He was juror for the musi¬ 
cal department of the Exhibition 
of Paris, 1867; Vienna, 1873, and 
Paris, 1878, and used every effort 
to further the interests of the 
musical instrument makors of 
Austria. In 1870 he was appointed 
a member of the Imperial Council, 
having some time before received 
the Order of the Iron Crown. During 
the years 1859-03 ho gave public 
lectures on the liistory of music 
in Vienna, and occasionally in 
Prague and Cologne. He has been 
musical critic successively to the 
Wiener Zciiung, the Vresse and the 
Ncue Frcio Presse. His resistance to 
tho Liszt-Wagner movement is 
well-known. Dr. Hanslick has 
published " Yom musikalisck- 
Sckonen,” 1854; f *Gesehickte des 
Concerfcwesens in Wien,” 1809;

HANSON, Sir Reginald, who was 
bom in 1810, is the son of tho late 
Mr. Samuel Hanson, the head of 
the firm of Messrs. Samuel Hanson, 
Son, and Barter, wholesale grocers, 
in Butolph-lane, City. His family 
have been connected with the 
Ward of Billingsgate for 114 years, 
and lie himself was born in the 
same house in Botolph-lane as his 
grandfather and father were. He 
was educated at Bugby, in Dean 
Goulboum’s head mastership, and 
proceeded thence to Trinity Col¬ 
lege, Cambridge, where ho took 
the usual degrees of B.A. andM.A. 
The last old Hugbeian who was 
Lord Mayor was Sir W. Plomer, 
who filled the office in 1781. After 
a visit to Australia he entered 
his father’s business, and he joined 
the London Jtifle Brigade with 25 
of his clerks at the beginning 
of the Volunteer movement. In 
1873 he was elected a member 
of the Common Council for Bil¬ 
lingsgate Ward, and he was suc¬ 
cessively the Chairman of the 
Library and the Local Govern¬ 
ment and Taxation Committees. 
In 1880, on the retirement of Mr. 
Alderman Sidney, he was elected 
Alderman of the Ward, and in 
! 1881-2 ho soiwed tho office of 
Sheriff in conjunction with Sir 
W. A. Ogg in the Mayoralty of 
Sir J. Whittaker Ellis, M.P. He 
was knighted with his colleague, 
on the occasion of the visit of the 
Queen to Epping Eorest, Subse¬ 
quently he was a member for throe 
years of the London School Board. 
Ho has been soveral years on tho 
committee of the Surrey Cricket 
Club, and has also been actively 
identified with the London Athlotic 
Club. He is a Past Master of the 
Shipwrights 1 Company, a member 
of tho Merchant Taylors 1 Company, 
a Bellow of the Society of Anti¬ 
quaries, and chairman of the 
council of the London Chamber 
of Commerce. He is an hon- 
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oiviry colonel of tlio 4th Bat¬ 
talion Eoynl Fusiliers (City of 
London Militia), and is also a 
Commander of the Crown of Oat 
of the Netherlands. He is now 
tho head of the firm of Messrs. 
Hanson and Barter in Botolph- 
lane. He is in politics a Conser¬ 
vative. He married, in 1869, a 
daughter of the late Mr. C. B. Bind¬ 
ley,of Stanhope-park, Middlesex. In 
Sept. 1880, Sir I?eginald was elected 
Lord Mayor of London for the 
civic year 188G-7. 

HABCOTJBT, The Bight Hon. Sir 
William George Granville Venables 
Vernon, MJ?., Q.C., Becond son of 
the Bev. William Vumon-Har court, 
and grandson of the late Arch¬ 
bishop of York, horn Oct. 14, 1827, 
was educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, of which he was a 
scholar, and graduated in high 
honours in 1831. He was called 
to the Bar at the Inner Temple in 
1831, and went the Homo circuit. 
He unsuccessfully contested the 
Kirkcaldy burghs in 1838. In Dee. 
1803, lie conducted the defence of 
Col, Crawley, who was tried before 
a court-martial at Aldershot. Mr. 
Harcourt was appointed a Queen's 
Counsel in 1SG6 ; and was returned 
to the House of Commons for tho 
city of Oxford in the Liberal inte¬ 
rest in 1808. He was elected Pro¬ 
fessor of International Law in tho 
University of Cambridge, March 2, 
1809. He was a member of the 
Eoyul Commission for amending 
tho Neutrality Laws, and of the 
Boyftl Commission for amending 
the Naturalization Laws. Ho was 
appointed Solicitor-General in Nov. 
1873, on which occasion he was 
laiighted, and ho hold that office 
until the resignation of Mr. Glad¬ 
stone's administration in tho fol¬ 
lowing February, When Mr. Glad¬ 
stone returned to power in May, 
18S0, Sir W, Bareoiu’t was nomi¬ 
nated Secretary of State for the 
Home Department. On his going 
down to Oxford for re-election on 
that occasion he was defeated, poll¬ 


ing only 2(581 votes against 2733 
recorded in favour of his Conser¬ 
vative antagonist, Mr. A. W. Hull. 
At this juncture Mr. Plimsoll, M.P. 
for Derby, very opportunely ac¬ 
cepted tho Chiltern Hundreds, 
whereupon Sir W. Harcourt was 
elected one of the representatives 
of that borough in his stead. Sir 
W. Harcourt was presented with 
13 io freedom of the city of Glasgow 
Oct. 25, 1881. Sir W. Harcourt 
went out of office with his party 
in June, 1885; but on the return 
of the Liberals to power in Jan. 
18SG, he was made Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. He was re-elected 
for Derby at both the General 
Elections (1883 and 18SG). He was 
one of the original contributors 
to the Saturday Raoitw, and has 
written various political pamphlets 
and letters on international law in 
the Times , published under the 
pseudonym of ,f Historicus." The 
hitter were reprinted in a volume, 
with considerable additions (18(53), 
He married, first, in 1859, Therese, 
daughter of Lady Theresa Lewis— 
aunt to the Bail of Clarendon, and 
widow of the late Sir George Corne- 
v all Lewis, Bart.^by her first hus¬ 
band, T. Lister, Esq.; and secondly, 
in 1876, Mrs. Ives, daughter of the 
late John Lothrop Motley, the his¬ 
torian, and sometime United States 
Minister in London. 

HABDING23, Lieut.-Gen. the Hon. 
Sir Arthur Edward, second son of 
the late Viscount Hardinge, was 
born in 1828. Joining the army 
in 1811, he soon afterwards pro¬ 
ceeded to India to join the personal 
staff of the Governor-General, and 
there took part in the important 
actions in tho Punjab, on the 
Sutlej, 1815-0, being present at the 
battles of Moodkee, Ferozeshah— 
where liis horse was shot under 
him—and tho decisive victory of 
Sobraon, for which lie received tho 
modal and two clasps. Betuming 
to England, and appointed to the 
Coldstream Guards, he seized an 
early opportunity of qualifying 
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liimsolf for Staff employment by 
going through the senior depart¬ 
ment at Sandhurst, wlioro he took 
liiyh honours. On the breaking 
out of the war in 185 4, Captain 
Hardingo was appointed Deputy 
Assistant Quartevmn ster-General in 
the -First Division of the Army in 
the East, and he took part in all 
the scones of the war, including 
the occupation of Bulgarin, expe¬ 
dition to Crimea, battle of Alma— 
where he was mentioned in de¬ 
spatches for remarkable coolness 
and judgment—the battle of Bala- 
klava, whore ho rode in the cavalry 
charge, the battle of Inkorinann— 
again mentioned in despatches— 
and the whole siege of Sebastopol, 
latterly employed at head-quarters 
as Assistant -Quartormaster-Gcne- 
riil, and remaining with the Army 
until tlic close of the war. Ho 
was marie Brevet-Major after Alma, 
and at the peace received C.B., 
If night of the Legion of Honour, 
fifth class Medjidid, medal, four 
clasps, and Turkish modal. In 
1857, appointed Assistant Quarto r- 
master-Goncral to the Dublin Di¬ 
vision, he servod on tho Staff in 
Ireland, qualifying there for full 
colonelcy in 1858. In 1859 ho was 
selected by tho Prince Consort to 
j oin the Royal household asE querry, 
which post he held until his Royal 
Highness’s death in 1801, when the 
Queen, to retain his services, made 
liim Equerry to Her Majesty. In 
command first of a battalion and 
subsequently of the regimont of 
Coldstream Guards, ho provod 
himself so efficient a commanding 
officer that on his further promo¬ 
tion to Major-General his servicos 
in India in command of a division 
were willingly accepted. He com¬ 
manded first the Allahabad and 
then the Meerut Division for five 
years, but suffered the mortifica¬ 
tion of having to return to Eng¬ 
land on the expiry of his command 
just at the outbreak of the war 
with Afghanistan, but not without 
having accompanied unofficially 


and in a private capacity the force 
into tho Khybor. During his ser¬ 
vice in India General Hardingo 
proved himBolf an active com¬ 
mander, and tho interest with 
which he worked up the questions 
of infantry attack, and tho atten¬ 
tion he gave to musketry, oil which 
subjects he gave lectures at tho 
United Service Institute on his 
return, have found excellent fruits 
in the proficiency which has boon 
shown in a marked mannor by tho 
regiments then under his command. 
In Feb., 1881, he was appointed 
Conimandor-in-Cluof of the Forces 
in Bombay. 

HARDINGE (Viscount), Charles 
Stewart Hardingo, oldost son of the 
late Viscount Ilardinge, G.G.B., 
who was Governor-General of India, 
and Commondor-in-Chiof at tho 
Horse Guards, born Sopt. 12, 1812, 
was educated at Eton and Christ 
Church, Oxford, whore lio gradu¬ 
ated B.A. in 3811 in classical 
honours. IIo sat in the House of 
Commons as member for the 
borough of Downpatrick, from 1851 
till Sopt. 21, 1850, when ho suc¬ 
ceeded to his father’s title j and ho 
held the post of Undor-Socretary 
of State for tho War Department 
under Lord Derby’s second ad¬ 
ministration in 1858-9. Ho acted 
as private secretary to his father in 
India, having boon present at the 
battles of Moodkee, Ferozesliah, and 
Sobraon, served for five years as 
Major in the Kent Artillery, and is 
Lieut.-Col. of the 2nd Kent Admin¬ 
istrative Battalion Volunteers. IIo 
published in 1817 somo elaborate 
u Views in India,’’ in imperial folio, 
which show that lio is on artist of 
more than ordinary merit, Lord 
Hardinge is A.D.C. to tho Queen j 
Chairman of the Rational Portrait 
Galleryj Trustee of the National 
Gallery; and F.S.A. 

HARDY, Thomas, novelist, wns 
born Juno 2, 1840, at a village in 
Dorsetshire, and educated in the 
Homo county. He was destined for 
the architectural profession, and in 
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liis 17th year was articled as pupil 
to an architect practising in the 
county-town, about which time he 
formed a friendship with llio laic 
able classical scholar and Sttliirday 
reviewer—Mr. Horace 1 Moule, of 
Queen’s College, Cambridge—who 
road with him during tlio ensuing 
four years. On taking up his resi¬ 
dence In London, Mr. Hardy allied 
himself with the modern school of 
Gothic artists, and acquired addi¬ 
tional experience in design under 
Mr. Arthur Blomfield, M.A.jF.KA,, 
son of the Into Bishop Blomfield— 
meanwhilo entering as a student of 
modern languages at King’s Col¬ 
lege. His first literary performance 
was nil essay on Coloured Brick 
and Terra-cotta Architecture, which 
recoived the prize and modal of the 
Instituto of British Architects in 
lbG3 $ he also was awarded in the 
same year Sir W. Tite’s prize for 
architectural design. llo now 
formed tho idea of becoming an 
art-critic, and engaged in further 
studies for that purpose $ but at 
length tried his hand on a work of 
fiction called " Desperate Remo- 
dies/* which was published in 1871, 
and was equally praised and con¬ 
demned. In 1872 lie published the 
rural tale entitled " Under the 
Greenwood Tree,” and in 1873 "A 
Pair of Blue Eyes,” both of which 
were well received. Those were 
followed, in the Oomhill Maguzine 
for 1874, by his best-known novel, 
"Far from tho Madding Crowd/’ 
dramatized by the author in 1879, 
and acted in a modified form at tlio 
Globe Theatre in 1882. He has 
also written " The Hand of Ethel- 
borta, a Comedy in Chapters " 
(1870) i "The Return of the Na¬ 
tive tS (1878) ; «The Trumpet- 
Major " (1880); "A Laodicean" 
(1881); "Two on a Tower" (1882); 
and ** The Mayor of Castorbridge " 
(LSKO) ; besides some minor tales. 
Many of these novels have been 
published simultaneously in Eng¬ 
land, America, Australia, and India, 
and sonic have been translated into 


French and Dutch. Tho majority 
have a picturesque country district, 
vaguely spoken of as " Wessex," 
as their common scene. Mr. Hardy 
married in 1874 a daughter of Mr. 
John Giflord, solicitor, and niece of 
the Archdeacon of London, 

HARDY, Sir William, was born 
at Kingston, Jamaica, on the Gtli of 
July, 1807, being tho second son of 
Major Thomas Bartholomew Price 
ITardy, R.A., by Fmuicoh, second 
claughl or of Alexando v DuiTuu. ,SL¬ 
AV illinm entered tho Public Service 
in L830 as a clerk at tile Record 
Office, Tower. In 1838 lio was 
transferred to the Duchy of Lan¬

HARLEY, George, M.D., E.U.S., 
was "bom at Haddington, East 
Lothian, in 1820, entered thu Uni¬ 
versity of Edinburgh when 17 
years of age, and graduating there 
as Doctor of Medicine in 1850, 
then studied scientific medicine 1‘or 
five yea.’b in the Universities of 
Paris, Wurzbiu'g, Berlin, Vienna, 
and Heidelberg. On coming back 
to London in 1855 lie was immedi¬ 
ately appointed Lcdxu’er on Pme¬ 
tical Pliyhiology and Histology in 
University College, London. In 
18-59 lie wab appointed Professor of 
Medical Jurisprudence, and in 1801 
Physician to University College 
Hospital. Ur. George Harley is 
< ^responding Member of tlio 
Academy of Sciences of Bavaria, of 
the Academy of Medicine of 
Madrid, and of several continental 
Scientific jmd Medical Societies; 
lie was in 1853 President of tlio 
Parisian Medical Society j and in 
1801 he received tlio Triennial prize 
(fifty guineas) of the Royal College 
of Surgeons for an E.ssuy on the 
Suprarenal bodies. The published 
writings of Dr. George Harley are 
numerous. Twenty-one scientific 
papers bearing Ilia name are in the 
catalogue of tlio Royal Society, 
which goes up only to 1803, and 
since then he has published bovcral 
others on gorm diseases, Ac. His 
chief medical works are on Histo¬ 
logy, Ileftilhy and Morbid 1 >inboi os, 
Albuminuria, Jaundice, Kidney 
and Liver Diseases, the latter being 
a large work of 1,200 pages, with 
38 illustrations. Dr. George Har¬ 


ley has invented various contriv¬ 
ances for facilitating medical, phy¬ 
siological, chemical, and microsco¬ 
pical research ; and has also power¬ 
fully advocated phonetic spell¬ 
ing. In 1877 he published a 
book entitled “ The Simplification 
of English Spelling,” and in 1878 
printed a letter addressed to the 
late Lord Bcaconsfield, entitled “A 
Conservative Scheme for National 
Spelling Reform." His last work 
appeared in 188G. It is entitled 
" Inflammations of the Liver, and 
tlioir rogular Atrophy, Cirrhosis, 
Ascites, Hwmorrliagos and Ab¬ 
scesses.” 

HARPER. The Right Rev, Henry 
! John Chi tty, D. £),, Bishop of CJirist- 
elmreh. Now Zealand, was born at 
Gosport, Hampshire, in 1807, and 
educated at Queen’s College, Oxford 
(B.A. 1820, M.A. 1MO), where he 
obtained tlio Michel Fellowship, 
After having been private tutor to 
the sons of Sir Charles Coote, ho 
officiated for many years ub •* con¬ 
duct” or chaplain to Eton College, 
by which society he was probonUd 
in 1810 to the vicarage of Strut field 
Mortimer, Berkshire, whence ho 
was appointed, in 1850, first Bishop 
of Christcluu’cli. The diocese was 
reconstituted in 1809 and made 
metropolitan over the sees ot‘ Auck¬ 
land, Wellington, Waiapu, Nelson, 
Dunedin, and Melanesia. 

HARRIS, George, LL.D., E.S.A., 
born in 1809, entered the navy as a 
midshipman, but left it on account 
of ill-health.

He is also a member of 
the British Association, boforo 
which ho read papers in 1871, 
1872, and dining part of the next 
year. He is also a Fellow and one 
of tho Vice-Presidents of the Royal 
Historical Society. In 187(1 ho 
published his " Philosophical Trea¬ 
tise on the Nature and Const itution 
of Man,*’ which was tho labour of 
more than forty years. Valuable 
notes woro contributed to it by 
several distinguished writers, both 
English and foreign, among them 
Mr. Darwin, Prof, do Quatrofages, 
Mr. Gladstone, Sir John Lubbock, 
Cardinal Newman, Prof, Huxley, 
and Dr. Richardson, It has been 
translated into French, German, 
and Russian. 

HARRIS, lord, George Robert 
Canning Harris, fourth Baron, was 
born at St. Ann's, Trinidad, Feb. 3, 
1851, and educated at Eton and at 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he 
took Ins B.A. degree in 1874. 
He is J.P. and D.L. for Kent, and 
Deputy Chairman of the East

HART, Ernest, born in June, 
1830, was educated at tho City of 
London School, whore ho became 
Captain and Lambert Jones Scholar 
at a very early age. Subsequently 
he entorod tho school of inodicino 
attached to St. George's Hospital, 
where he attained the position of 
first prizeman in every class. Ho 
then obtained the imst of Oph¬ 
thalmic Surgeon and Lecturer on 
OxJhtlialmology at St. Mary's Hos¬ 
pital Medical School,, practising for 
some years as a surgeon, and ho was 
tho author of a method of treat¬ 
ment of aneurism. Eor several 
years Mr. Hart was co-editor of tho 
Lanccb> and in 1866 was selected as 
editor of the British Medical Journal 
by tho counoil of the British 
Medical Association. Eor sevoral 
years Mr. Hart has devoted him¬ 
self to public work in connection 
with questions of social and sani¬ 
tary progress. He is editor of the 
Sanitary Record and the London 
Medical Record , Chairman of the 
National Health Society, Chair¬ 
man of tho Smoke Abatement 
Committee, mid Chairman of the 
Parliamentary Bills Committoo of 
the British Medical Association, 
As Honorary Secretary of iho 
Workhouse Infirmaries Association 
in 1806-7, lie rendered great public 
services in exposing, in concert 
with others, the defective arrange¬ 
ments for the sick poor in work- 
houses j and in an article on tho 
"Hospitals of the Stato,” published 
in the Fortnightly Review of that 
year, Mr. Hart laid down a series 
of propositions for the creation of 
asylums for the Biok, which were 
subsequently embodied in the 
Metropolitan Asylums Act (1807).

The generosity of a 
friend enabled him to re-visit his 
native land in 1830, and he spent 
three years abroad in art-study. 
He has been a frequent exhibitor 
at the Academy of Design, and 
was made uu Academician iu 1858. 
For several years ha was President 
of the Brooklyn Academy of Design, 
and was one of the founders of the 
Water-colour Society, of which for 
three years lie was President.

In 18G4 ho was appointed Secretary 
of the United States Branch Mint 
at San Francisco, holding the office 
until 1870. He contributed many 
pooms and sketches to periodicals, 
and in 1808, upon the establish¬ 
ment of the Overland Monthly, ho 
became its editor, and contributed 
to it several notable tales and 
sketches, In 1860 appeared in it his

HASTING, J ames Edmund, 
J<\L.S„ F.Z.S., eldest son of the 
late James Vincent Hurting, of 
Halting, in tho county of Sussex, 
was born in London April 29,1811. 
Ho was educated at Downbidc Col- 
lego, near Batli, and at the Uni¬ 
versity of London, whore lie matri¬ 
culated in 1850, and the following 
year passed the first examination 
for the degree of B.A, Ho followed 
tho profession of a solicitor until 
1878 , when lie retired froinpractico. 
Being from youth devoted to tlio 
study of zoology, and more espe¬ 
cially oniithoJogy, lie begun in lbGG 
to publish tho results of his observa¬ 
tions, and since that date ho has 
written several works, of which tho 
titles and dates are given below, 
as well eh numerous papers in tho 
“ Proceedings ” and “ Transac¬ 
tions ” of scientific societies and iu 
journals devoted to natural his- 
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tory. Tn Jan. 1871, lie began 
to edit the natural history columns 
of tho Field, which he lias con¬ 
tinued to do ever since; and in 
Jon. 1877, he was appointed editor 
of the Zoologist, in which capacity 
he still acts. Elected a Fellow of 
the Zoological Society in 18G4, and 
a Fellow of the Linnean Society in 
1 SG8, he has served on the council 
of the latter and on various com¬ 
mittees of the former society and 
of the British Association for many 
years. ^ He toot an active part in 
procuring the passing of the Sea 
Birds Preservation Act, 1869, and 
drafted the Bill for the Protection 
of Wild Fowl, which was passed in 
18/2 j and in 1873 he was examined 
before a Select Committee of the 
House of Commons, appointed to 
take evidence on this subject with 
a view to further legislation.

HARTlNGTON (Marquis of), The 
Right Hon. Spencer Compton Caven¬ 
dish, M. P., eldest surviving son of 
William, 7th Duke of Devonshire, 


by Lady Blanche Georgina Howard* 
daughter of George, 6th Earl of 
Carlisle, was bom July 23, 1833, 
and educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1861, and was made LL.D. 
in 1862. He was attached to Earl 
Granville's special mission to Rus¬ 
sia in 1856. In March, 1857, he 
was returned to tho House of Com¬ 
mons aB one of tho niembors for 
North Lancashire in the Liberal 
interest. At the opening of tho 
now Parliament in 1869, ho moved 
a vote of no confidence in Lord 
Derby's Government, and it was 
carried by 323 votes against 310. 
In March, 1863, he was appointed 
a Lord of the Admiralty, and in 
April in the same year Under¬ 
secretary for War. On the recon¬ 
struction of Lord Russ ell's second 
I Administration, in Feb. 186G, tho 
Marquis of Harlington became 
Secretary for War, and retired with 
his colleagues in July of that 
i year. At the general election of 
, December, 1868, he lost his scat 
for North Lancashire, but was im¬ 
mediately afterwards returned for 
the Radnor boroughs, having first 
received the office of Postmaster- 
General in Mr. Gladstone's Cabinet. 
He held that office till Jon. 1871, 
when he succeeded Mr. Chichester 
Fortescue as Chief Secretary for 
Ireland. His lordship went out of 
office with his party in Feb. 1874. 
When Mr. Gladstone, shortly be¬ 
fore the assembling of Parliament 
in 1876, announced his intention of 
abandoning the post of leader of 
the Liberal party, a mooting of the 
members of the Opposition was 
held at the Reform Club (Feb. 8), 
under the presidency of Mr. John 
Bright. On the motion of Mr, 
Yiltiers, seconded by Mr. Samuel 
Morley, a resolution was unani¬ 
mously passed to the effect that 
the Marquis of Hnrtington should 
he requested to undertake the 
leadership of the Liberal party in 
tho House of Commons. His lord- 
ship accepted this responsible pos> 
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tion, and beconio the acknowledged 
loader of tlic Opposition in the 
Lower House. He received the 
freedom of the city of Glasgow, 
Nov. 5,1877; and was installed as 
Lord Sector of the University of 
Edinburgh, Jan. 31, 1879. At the 
general election of April, 1880, ho 
was elected M.P. for North East 
Lancashire. On tho resignation 
of tho Conservative Government, 
the Marquis of Hartington was 
sont for by the Queen to form an 
Administration; but this task, 
having been declined by him and 
Earl Granville, eventually de¬ 
volved on the former leader of tho 
Liberal party, Mr. Gladstone, who 
constructed a Cabinet, in which 
tho Marquis of Hartington occupied 
a sont, as Secretary of Slate for 
India, from May, 1880, till Bee. Hi, 
1882, when ho was transferred to 
the War Office in succession to 
Mr. Childers, who had become 
Chancellor of tho Exchequer. He 
resigned with the Government in 
June, 1885, and was olocted for the 
Bossendalo division of Lancashire 
Dec., 1885. In 1880, on the forma¬ 
tion of Mr. Gladstone's Home Bulo 
Cabinet, Lord Hartington declined 
to join it: but, on the contrary, 
took up the position of leader of 
the Unionist Liberals. He moved 
tho first resolution at the great 
Opera House meeting; and also, in 
tho House of Commons, tho rejec¬ 
tion of the Bill at tho debate on 
the second reading. His election 
for the Bossondale division in 188G 
was looked upon with immense 
interest. Ho was returned by 
6,899 votes against 3,949. When 
the now Government was formod 
ho declined to become a momber 
of it, preferring to give Lord Salis¬ 
bury on " outside support.” 

HARTLEY, Sir Charles Augustus, 
was born at Haworth, 
co. Durham, 1825, being the son of 
*W. A. Hartley, Esq., iron merchant 
of Darlington, by Lillias, daughter 
of A. Tou, Esq., J.P., of Borrow- 
Btowness, Jff.B. In 1845 after a 


practical courso of instruction in 
mining and railway engineering 
at Biahox^ Auckland and Leeds, he 
was appointed one of Messrs. Stc* 
venson, Brassoy, and Mackenzie's 
District engineers on the Scottish 
Central Bail way, and held that post 
till 1848, when ho was nominated 
Resident Engineer at Sutton Har¬ 
bour, Plymouth, under Mr. J. 
Locke, M.r. In June, 1855, on tho 
completion of the Sutton Harbour 
Works, he accepted a commission 
as Captain in tho Turkish Contin¬ 
gent Engineers, and aorvod at 
Kortch with that force until the 
end of tho Crimean war, for which 
ho received the Turkish wav modal. 
In Deo. 185G, he was elected Engi- 
nocr-in-Chief to the European 
Commission of the Dtinubo, on the 
recommendation of Major (now 
Major-General Sir John) Stokes, 
and General Sir John Burgoyne. 
In March, 1861, he inspected tho 
early works of the Suez Canal, and 
reported favourably on that schomo 
to the English Government. In 
Sept. 18G2, ho received tho honour 
of knighthood. In 1807 he was 
awarded the Emperor of Bussia’s 
"Grand Competition Prize” of 
8,000 silver roubles, for which there 
were twenty competitors, for his 
plans for enlarging the harbour of 
Odessa. In 1872, when the depth 
at Snlina had boon increased, by 
natural scour only, to 20i feet, and 
many important river improve¬ 
ments had boon effected, lie erased 
to reside at Sulinn, and became 
Consulting Enginoortothc Danube 
Commission, a post he still retains. 
During his residence abroad ho 
was also employed by tho Austrian 
Government to report on various 
schemes for improving tho port of 
Trieste; by the Turkish Govern¬ 
ment, to report on dock accommo¬ 
dation at Constantinople $ by tho 
Bussian Government, to survey 
and report on tho mouths of tho 
Donj by tho British Government, 
to report on an international ques¬ 
tion of engineering, connected 
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with tlie Scheldt; "by the Indian 
Government, to report on the 
Ilooghly j hy the Khedive, to re¬ 
port on the great * Barrage/' across 
the Nile; and by tho Roumanian 
Government, to prepare surveys 
and drawings for a harbour on the 
coast of Bessarabia. In Jan. 187 K 
he was the first engineer to re¬ 
commend the improvement of the 
South Pass and Mouth of the 
Mississippi in preference to cither 
of the other Mouths. In Aug. 1373, 
he visited the South Pass as a mem¬ 
ber of Mr. J. B. Ead’s Advisory 
Board, and remained in constant 
communication with that distin¬ 
guished engineer till the summer 
of 1870, when Mr. Ead’s well- 
planned operations to deepen the 
South Pass and Mouth, by means 
of parallel jetties, as at Sulina, 
were crowned with complete suc¬ 
cess. In 1873-77, he acted as Con¬ 
sulting Engine or to tlio Catte water 
Commissioners for the Cattewater 
Breakwater at Plymouth. In May, 
1370, he was appointed a member 
of the Panama Congress, but ab¬ 
stained from voting in favour of 
M. do Lesseps’ Panama-Col on pro¬ 
ject, as ho considered that tho 
engineering data collected up to 
that time were insufficient to deter¬ 
mine satisfactorily tho best route 
fora ship canal across tho isthmus. 
In 1881 ho prepared detailed 
surveys, plans, and estimates for 
the enlargement of the harbour of 
Kustendjie, in Itoumania. In 1884 
he was created a Knight Com¬ 
mander of SS. Michael and 
George. In 188*1-85, on the recom¬ 
mendation of H. M. Government, 
he acted as one of the English 
members of the International Tech¬ 
nical Commission appointed by the 
Suez Canal Company to report on 
tho best means of improving the 
Suez Canal. He is the author of 
papers on "The Bella of the 
Danube," on "Public Works in 
the United States and Canada/' 
and on "Inland Navigations in 
Europe/' He has been decorated 


with tho Orders of the Modjidie 
and tho Star of Roumania, anti 1ms 
received tho Stephenson prizu, the 
Telford modal, the Watt modal, 
the Telford premium, and tlio 
Manby premium, from the Insti¬ 
tution of Civil Engineers. 

HARTMANN, Alfred, a Swiss 
author, was bom Jan. 1, 181 J, at 
Laugenthal, in the Canton of 
Berne, and attended from 1827 to 
1881 the schools of Solotliurn. After 
the latter date he studied law in 
the universities of Munich, Heidel¬ 
berg, and Berlin. During a pro¬ 
longed visit to Paris, howevor, ho 
lost all taste for jurisprudence, and 
devoted himself to literary pursuits. 
On returning to his native country 
ho permanently fixed his residence 
at Solotliurn, where he formed a 
close friendship with, amongst 
others, tho well-known painter Dis- 
toli, and where (from 1843) lie pub¬ 
lished a comic periodical called tho 
Postheiri. But Hartmann became 
best known through liis Helvetic 
romance," Meistcr Putsch und seine 
Gosellen/' 1838 ; and, in tlio depart¬ 
ment of biography, by his sketch of 
his friend " Martin Distoli/’ I80J ; 
“II. J. Yon Staal/' 1801; "Hellene 
boruhmtor Schweitzer/’ 2 vole,, 
1803-71 ; " Hory, Kanzler-Denk- 
wurdigkoiton/' 187G. Among his 
other works may bo montionod 
ff Kiltabondsgcsehichten/' 1853-63; 
“ Erzilhlungon auB dor Schweiz/' 
1803 ; " Junker und BUrger/' 1805, 
an historical romonco of tho latter 
days of the old Helvetic confedera¬ 
tion : " Schweizornovellen/' 3877 j 
"Neuo Schweizemovellen/' 1879; 
and " Portunat," 1879, 

HATCH, The Rev. Edwin, D.D., 
born at Derby hi 1835, was edu- 
cai ed at Birmingham School and at 
Oxford, whore ha graduated hi 
Classical Honours in 1857. Ho was 
ordained to the curacy of St. Thomas 
Charterhouse in 1858, and in the 
following year accepted a profes¬ 
sorship at Trinity College, Toronto, 
Canada. In 1862 ho was appointed 
Rector of the High School of Quebec, 
K k 2 
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In 18G7 he returned to Oxford as 
Vico-Principal of St. Mary Hall, 
winch post he retained until his 
resignation in 1885. Ho has taken 
an active part in nniversify work, 
and is now Secretary to the Boards 
of Faculties and Studies. In 1880 
ho delivered the Bampton Lectures 
on “ The Organisation of the Early 
Christian Churches,” which when 
published excited interest through¬ 
out Germany as well as in England, 
the main points being accepted by 
all the leading German theologians. 
In the same year he was appointed 
Grinfield Lecturer on the Septna- 
gint, and hold the office for ^ four 
years, In 1883 ho was appointed 
Rector of Burleigh in Essex, and 
in 1881- Render in Ecclesiastical 
History at Oxford ; lie retains both 
those offices, and is also one of the 
Select Preachers to the University. 
In 1883 the University of Edin¬ 
burgh conferred upon him the 
degree of 1).D. Hr. Hatch lifts 
published many articles in reviews 
and other standard works, amongst 
which may be mentioned a long 
article on St. Paul in the Uhicyclo- 
$mdia Bntannica, 

HATTON, Joseph, born at Ando¬ 
ver, in 1830, is the eldest son of 
the lato Mr. Francis Hatton, a 
Derby shire newspaper proprietor 
and publisher. He began to 
write at an early ago, in his 
father’s paper,the Berhyshire Tiniest, 
Ho has edited several provincial 
and London newspapers, and wns 
during five years tho proprietor 
of Bcrrow's Worcester Journal. In 
18G5 his first novel, “ Bitter 
Sweets; a Love Story,” appeared 
in three vols., mid in the following 
year, rf Against the Stream.” This 
was followed in I8G7 by "Tho 
Tallants of Barton.” In 1808 ho 
was appointed editor of the Gentle¬ 
man’ s Magazine, which post ho re¬ 
signed at the end of six years. He 
founded The School Board Chronicle , 
and started tho first illustrated, 
newspaper published in tho pro¬ 
vinces, The Illustrated Midland 


News. He has published several 
novels, and has also occupied him¬ 
self with adapting plays and stories 
for the stage. In 187G t lie made a 
tour through the United States 
and Canada - } since which time he 
has held the responsible position 
of London correspondent of The 
Times of Hew York, his letters to 
which journal are largely quoted 
throughout tho United States. 
Ho lias frequently visited America 
during the last few years. In 1881 
Mr. Hatton wont to Now York io 
inaugurate a system of daily cables 
of American news and opinions for 
The Standard (London), and was 
singularly successful in exploiting 
the Irish question and tho electoral 
troubles of the time which led up 
to ilio assassination of President 
Garfield. His novel of "Clytio” 
is frequently reprinted in the 
United Slates and Canada, where 
" Cruel London ” and " To-day in 
America ” arc nlBo popular works. 
Ilis pen is engaged in ninny direc¬ 
tions, and it is a tribute to his 
versatility that his " Now Ceylon,” 
compiled from private and public 
papers, has made him, in the esti¬ 
mation of the eastern press, an 
authority on the history and con¬ 
dition of North Borneo. 

HATZFELDT, Count von, was 
bom in 1831. His mother was tho 
Count css Sophie von Ilatzfoldt, 
the patroness and companion of 
Ferdinand Lassalle, tho Jew philo¬ 
sopher and Social Democrat. In 1802 
Count llatzfoldt went to Paris 
with Prince Bismarck as one of his 
secretaries, and when l lie Foreign 
Office was mobilized on the outbreak 
of the Franco-German War ho wns 
one of tho select workers who 
formed tho Chancellor's diplomatic 
suite. In 1874 he was appointed 
Imperial Minister at Madrid. 
Soon after the signature of the 
Treaty of Berlin he was sent to 
Constantinople in succession 1o 
Prince Reuse, with tho special 
objoct of preserving tho ascend¬ 
ency which Germany had acquired 
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in tlie Councils of the Porte. After 
n three years'* residence at Stam- 
boul he "was recalled to Berlin to 
succeed Her von Bulow as Foreign 
Secretary. In November, 1885, he 
replaced Count Miinstor as Gorman 
Ambassador in London, 

HAUSSMANN, Baron Georges 
EugSne, administrator and senator, 
born at Paris, March 27, 1809, was 
educated at the Conservatoire de 
Musique, studied with a notary, 
and became an advocate, Ai'ler 
the revolution of 1830 he was suc¬ 
cessively sous-prefet of Nerac, Saint 
Girons, and Blaye, and under the 
Presidency of Louis Napoleon, was 
Prefect of Yar, the Yonne, and 
Gironde. The President, appre¬ 
ciating his administrative talents, 
appointed him Prefet of the Seine, 
in succession to M. Berger, Juno 23, 
1853. Under his active direction 
and enterprising spirit, works were 
executed in Paris of such a nature 
as to almost render it a new city- 
Amongst these may bo mentioned 
the improvement of the Bois de 
Boulogne, the prolongation of the 
Kue do iliroli, thu construction of 
the Boulevard de Sebastopol, and 
of more than twenty boulevards in 
the old parts of Paris, various 
public gardens, squares, barracks, 
the Halles Centrales, the now Pre¬ 
fectures of Police, more than a 
dozen bridges, the rebuilding of 
various mairies, in addition to 
numerous hospital, asylums (espe¬ 
cially the Hdtel Dieu), and many 
other public works. After several 
loans had been contracted for the 
purpose of carrying out theso im¬ 
provements the municipality of 
Paris, acting under the powers 
conferred upon them by special 
laws, raised a further sum of 
250,000,000 francs in 18G5, and 
200 ,000,000 francs more in 1809. 
Meanwhile the financial adminis¬ 
tration of M. Haussmann had given 
rise to the most animated discus¬ 
sions in tho Corps Legislatif and 
in the columns of the press, it being 
alleged that the Prefect had raised, 


by means of bonds, hundreds of 
millions of francs over and above 
the large amount ho was legally 
authorised to expend in the con¬ 
struction of public works. Even¬ 
tually M. Haussmann requested 
the Emperor to placo the budget 
of the city under the control of 
the Corps L%islatif, and accord¬ 
ingly tho examination of his ac¬ 
counts became the principal busi¬ 
ness of the session of 18G9, tho re¬ 
sult being that authority was given 
for a now loan of 200,000,000 francs, 
which was eagerly subscribed by 
tho public. On the formation of a 
parliamentary cabinet by M. Jfiinile 
Ollivier, he was asked to tender 
his resignation of the office of Pre¬ 
fect of the Seine, and on his refusal 
to do so he was “relieved of his 
duties " by an imperial decree, dated 
Jan. 5, 1870. if. Haussmann was 
promoted to the rank of Grand 
Officer of the Legion of Honour, 
June 17, 1850, and Grand Cross, 
Sept. 8, 1862. In Aug., 1857, he 
was created a Senator, and, in 18G7, 
elected ft member of tho Academy 
of Pino Arts. Ho was likowiao a 
member of tho Imperial Council of 
Public Instruction. After the fall 
of the Empire Baron HausBmaim 
prudently quitted Prance for a 
time. On his return he was ap¬ 
pointed (Sept. 3,1871) director of 
the Credit Mobiliur, and in this 
capacity he did much to restore tho 
influence and improvo the situation 
of that financial institution. At 
the election of Oct., 1877, ho was 
returned to the Chamber of Depu¬ 
ties by tho arrondissement of 
Ajaccio in Corsica, his candidature 
having received tho official appro¬ 
bation of tho Government, He 
polled 8,0GG votes against 4,4.21 
given for his opponent. Prince 
Napoleon. In the Chamber lie 
occasionally took part in the dis¬ 
cussion of financial projects and 
questions relating to publio works, 
and had several times, in reference 
to this latter class of subjects, to 
defend his administration, In Juno,

1879 , tlie municipal council of 
Paris, after a debate on tlic names 
of streets, included the Boulevard 
Iltuissmanu among the public 
thoroughfares which wore to have 
their 11 nines changed 5 hut on the 
recommendation of the now lh’efoet 
of tho Seine (M. F. Kerohl) the 
name of liis predecessor was 
retained. 

HAVET, Ernest Auguste Eugene, 
horn at Paris, April 11, 1813, was 
after 1 brilliant studies, admitted, 
at the same time, into both the 
literary and the scientific sections 
of the Normal School. Ho chose 
the section of literaluro, and be¬ 
came a graduate in the higher 
classes. At first ha was professor 
of rhetoric in the college of Dijon, 
but being shortly afterwards called 
to Paris, he was entrusted, in 1810, 
with the lecturo on Greek liga¬ 
ture in the Normal School, and, in 
the following year, with the lecture 
on French literature. After having 
occupied, as deputy of Victor lo 
Clure, the chair of Latin Eloquence 
at tho Sorbonno, ho became, in 
1855, tho regular professor of tlio 
same subject in the College de 
France. He was also appointed 
Professor of Literature at the Poly¬ 
technic School. Professor Havot 
was decorated with the Legion of 
Honour and promoted to the rank 
of Officer, Aug. 4, 1875, and he was 
nominated a member of the council 
of tlio Order in May, 1879. On 
Feb. 1, 1880, he was, by 24 votes 
against G given for M. do Fresscnro, 
elected the successor of M, Reybaud 
in tho Academy of Moral and Poli¬ 
tical Sciences. His works include 
two "theses” composed on tho 
occasion of his taking the degree 
of doctor — "Dq la Rhetoriquc 
d’AriBtote” and " De Homoriconun 
pocmatum origine et imitate,” 
18411} " Pascal a-t-il unite Bos- 
suet t» ” 18*18-57 j a pamphlet which 
caused a great sensation, entitled 
ff J6sus dans Thistoire,” published 
in 1803, soon after tho appearanco 
of M. Henan’s "Vie do Jesus”; 


u Lo Christianismo et ses origines,” 
vols. i.—iii., 1872-79 ; and tf Me- 
nioircs stu* la dato des IScrits qui 
portent les noins do Bcrose et de 
Manethon.” 

HAWEIS,The Re v.Hugh Reginald, 
M.A., was horn at Eghiiin, Surrey, 
April 8, 1838, being tlio son of the 
Rev. J. 0. W. Ilaweis, M. A., rod or 
of fcllaughan, Sussex, and Mary 
Davis Hawcis. t I To received his 
education at Trinity College, Cam- 
budge. (HA. 1859 j M.A. 1SG4). 
He was first appointed curate of 
St. Potur’s, Bethnal Green, and 
next in 18GfS, appointed curate of 
St. James-tlio-Lcss, Westminster. 
Tn 1B67 he married Miss Joy, 
daughter of Mr. Joy, tho well- 
known artist. In J8GG Mr. Ilaweis 
was appointed incumbent of St. 
James's, Mnrylebone, a living in 
the gift of the First Commissioner 
of Works—then the h’ighi lion. 
W. F. Cowpor-Templo, M.P. On 
several occasions he has opened St. 
James’s Hull, Regent Street, for 
special services on Sunday morn¬ 
ings, and lie was appointed a special 
preacher by the late Dean of West¬ 
minster at a course of Services for 
the People at Westminster Abbey. 
Mr. Hawcis took great interest in 
the Italian Revolution under Gari¬ 
baldi, and was present at tho siege 
of Capua, whore lie had several nar¬ 
row escapes. Ho afterwards pub¬ 
lished in tlie Argosy an account of 
these events and a memoir of Gari¬ 
baldi, who subsequently wrute, at 
liis requost, other memoirs of his 
life for Qusscll’s Magazine* Mr, 
Ilaweis 1ms been an indefatigable 
advocate of tlio Sunday opening of 
Museums, of popular w Penny 
Readings,” and of MuBio for tlie 
People, lie 1ms been a frequent 
lecturer at the Royal Institution, 
notably on violins, elmrch-bolly, 
and American humorists. Ho is 
a voluminous contributor to the 
periodical press, including tho 
Quarterly "Review, tho Contemporary 
Review, and Good Words: he was 
appointed editor of Cassell 3 s Maya* 
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vine in 18G8; and ho was on tlio 
original staff of the Echo, for leading 
articles and mnsical criticism. IIo 
is the author of ,f Music and 
Morals,” "Thoughts for the Times,” 
"Speech in Season” "Current 
Coin,” "Arrows in the Air,” "Pet,” 
a book for children; " Ashes to 
Ashes,” a cremation prelude; 
"American Humourists” (1883), 
the hymn "Homeland j” "tJnsec- 
tarian Family Prayers,” and 
" Christ and Christianity M (5 
vols.) now (1886) in course of pub¬ 
lication. Mrs. Haweis lias written 
several books, among which may 
be mentioned "The Art of Beauty,” 
and " Chaucer for Children.” 

HAWXINS,Benjamin Waterhouse, 
F.G.S., bom in Devonshire Street, 
London, Feb. 8,1807, was educated 
at St. Aloysius College. His earliest 
attempts in art wore made under 
the instruction of the late W. 
Bclmes, tho celebrated sculptor. 
Mr. Hawkins has devoted himself 
to the study of natural history 
Bince 1827, and to that of geology 
since 1832. In 181-2 he was invited 
by tlie late Earl of Derby to reside 
at Knowsley, to make studies from 
the living animals, and was occu¬ 
pied in this manner until the end 
of 1847. Ho was assistnut-s\iper- 
intondont at tho Groat Exhibition 
of 18G1 j in 1852 was appointed by 
the Crystal Palace Company to 
restore tho external forms of tho 
extinct animals to thorn natural 
gigantic size, and devoted three 
years and a half to the construction 
of the thirty-three life-size models 
in tho Crystal Palace Park, many 
of them being of colossal propor¬ 
tions. 3n one of these (the Igua- 
nodon) he carried out. Doc. 30, 
1853, his idea of giving a dinner to 
Professor Owen, Professor Forbes, 
and twenty scientific and literary 
gentlemen. He was elected a Fel¬ 
low of the Linnaoan Society in 1847, 
of the Geological Society in 1854, 
and a membor of the Society of 
Arts in 184G. In Feb. 1868, ho 
went to New York, and lectured on 


scientific subjects to largo audi- 
enco 3 in the great hall of tho 
Cooper Union. He was afterwards 
employed at a salary of 6,000 
dollars por annum, to devote eight 
months of his time in each year to 
making models of extinct animals 
in the Central Park, New York, 
and delivering lecturos. Mr. Haw¬ 
kins is tho author of " Popular 
Comparative Anatomy,” published 
in 1840 j of " Elements of Form,” 
in 3842 ; of " Comparative View of 
the Human and Animal Frame,” 
in 1800 j and in conjunction with 
Professor Huxley, of an " Atlas of 
Elomentary Anatomy,” in 1866, 
and of "Artistic Anatomy of the 
Horso, Cattle, and Sheep for Art 
Students.” 

HAWKINS, Frederick, son of ihe 
late William Hamilton Hawkins, 
of the Times, was bom in 1840, and 
from an early ago lias been con¬ 
nected with literature and journal¬ 
ism. His first work was a bio¬ 
graphy in two volumes of Edmund 
Kean, brought out in 1800. Ho 
asaistedin establishing The Theatre , 
one of the fow periodicals exclu¬ 
sively devoted to the literature and 
art of tlio singe. Begun in 1877 as 
a weekly newspaper, it appeared 
in the following year as a monthly 
review and magazine, and at tlio 
end of 1879 was sold by its original 
proprietors to Mr. Clement Scott. 
Mr. Hawkins, who had edited it 
from the outset, then undertook to 
deal with a subject little kuown in 
this country. His "Annals of tho 
French Stage from its origin to the 
dqath of Pacino,” enmo out towards 
tho close of 1884. Tt was generally 
held to meet a want long felt in 
English literature, the Athcnwmi 
expressing a " doubt whether any 
single French work supplied so 
animated, and in the main accu¬ 
rate, a picture of the establislunent 
of tlie stage and the progress of 
dramatic literature in Franco/ 1 A 
continuation of tho history to the 
^Revolution is now being prepared 
by the gamo pen. Mr, Hawkins 
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acted aa dramatic critic for the 
Times during tlic last illness of Mr. 
Oxenford, and has for some time 
been a member of the editorin' 
staff of that journal. 

HAWKINS, The Hon. Sir Henry, 
son of John Hawkins, Esq., 
of Hitchin, Herts, by Susannah, 
daughter of Theed Pearso, Esq , 
of Bedford, was born at Hitchin in 
1816, and educated at Bedford 
School. Adopting the law as his 
profession ho entered the Middle 
Temple, and was a very diligent 
special pleader before his call to 
the Bar, in 1813, at the Middle 
Temple. After a year or two ho 
rapidly rose into a very largo 
practice as a junior. He attached 
himself to tho Home circuit, and 
after he obtained his silk goxra, in 
1858, he was for many years one 
of its leaders. He also became a 
Bencher of the Middle Temple. 
As a junior, Mr. Hawkins was one 
of the counsel (with Serjeant 
Byles) for Sir John Bean Paul, in 
1855 j and (with Mr. Edwin James) 
for Simon Bernard, who was tried 
as accessory to the conspiracy 
against the life of the Emperor 
Napoleon, in 1868. After he be¬ 
came a Queen’s Counsel he was 
engaged in nearly every important 
case that come before the Superior 
Courtb. He was associated with 
the late Lord Chief Justice Bovill 
in the great Roupell cases against 
the claims advanced upon the 
evidence of Mr. Roupell. In tho 
famous convent case, " Saurin v. 
Star/’ tried in 1809, Mr. Hawkins 
led for the defence $ and he was 
leading counsel for Mr. W, H. 
Smith, whose seat for Westmin¬ 
ster he successfully defended bo- 
fore Mr. Baron Martin. He was 
associated with the present Lord 
Coleridge in the first Tiohborne 
trial, when, he particularly distin¬ 
guished himself by his exhaustive 
cross-examination of Mr. Baigent. 
In the prosecution of the Claimant 
for perjury, Mr, Hawkins led for 
the Crown, and the skill he dis¬ 


played in this trial—tho most 
protracted and the most remark- 
ablo in the annals of jurisprudence 
—greatly increased his reputation 
as ail advocate. In tho Probate 
Court Mr. Hawkins led tho case in 
support of the will of the late 
Lord St. Leonards, which he es¬ 
tablished both beforo the Judge 
Ordinary and the Court of Appeal. 
The Gladstone and the Von Heable 
cases were among his victories in 
the Divorce Court. Mr. Hawkins 
was counsel in numerous election 
petitions ; was engaged for many 
years in every important compen¬ 
sation case j acted for the Crown 
in the purchase of lands for tho 
National Defences, and for the 
Boyal Commissioners in tho pur¬ 
chase of the site for the new Law- 
Courts j and was Standing Counsel 
for, and. hold the genoral retainer 
of, tho Jockey Club. Ho was ap¬ 
pointed a Judge of tho High Coiut 
of Justice (Queen’s Bench Division) 
Nov. 3, 1870, and transferred to 
the Exchequer division, when ho 
received tho honour of knight¬ 
hood. 

HAWKINS, Thomas, son of tlio 
late John Hawkins, was bom at 
Glastonbury, July 25, 1810, and 
educated at Charmouth, Dorset¬ 
shire. He studied anatomy at 
Guy's Hospital under Sir Astley 
Cooper, and devoted himself chiefly 
to scientific pursuits. He is the 
author of ff Memoirs of the Ichthy¬ 
osauri and Plesiosauri,” 1834, and 
" Book of the Great Sea Dragons,” 
1840, both of which explain and 
illustrate the two great national 
collections of fossil Saurian re¬ 
mains procured by tlio Govern¬ 
ment for tho British Museum, and 
now removed to tho Natural 
History Museum, Mr. Hawkins 
has also presented two other geo¬ 
logical collections of almost equal 
importance to the Universities of 
Oxford and Cambridge respec¬

HAWTHORNE, Julian, son of 
tho eminent novolist, Nathaniel 
Hawthorne, was horn at BobIoh, 
Massachusetts, June 22,3816. He 
was prepared for college at Concord, 
Massachusetts, and entered Har¬ 
vard in 1803, where ho remained 
until Ins father’s death in May, 
1804. Ho subsequently returned 
to Cambridge, and remained there 
until his class graduated in 18G7, 
bub he took no degree. He then 


entered the Scientific School to 
study civil engineering, but left it 
at tho end of n year to go to Ger¬ 
many, in Oct. 1868. Lie hpont two 
years at a “ Renl-sehulo ” in Dres¬ 
den, & Lill study in g Oi) gineering. In 
tho summer of 1870 ho visited tho 
United States, intending to resume 
his studios at Dresden in tho au¬ 
tumn, hut the Franoo-Gernian war 
interfered with his plans, and he 
joined the stafC of hydrogrnpliio 
engineers in the Now York Dock 
Department under Qon. McClellan, 
to which ho romained attached 
until tlie summer of 1872. During 
J87l lie contributed a number of 
short stories and pieces to tlie 
American magazines, and they 
met with so much success that ho 
determined to give up engineering 
for literature. He bailed for Europe 
in 1872, and utter a short stay in 
England proceeded to Dresden, 
where ho remained two years, 
during which time ho published ill 
England and America liia lb at two 
jiovoIb w Breswmt,” 1873, and 
" Idolatry/" 1871, In Sept. 1874, 
ho loft Dresden and setilod at 
Twickenham, where, in 1873, ho 
published in tho Co ntemporary Re¬ 
view, und afterwards in book-form 
in England and America, " Saxon 
Studies.” In the same year his 
novel of " Garth ** began its serial 
coiu’so in Harper's, appearing as a 
book in 1877. From 1873 until 
Oct. 1881, ho remained in or near 
London, with tho oxception of a 
visit of a few months to France, 
writing and publishing “ Tlio 
Laughing Mill,” a collection of 
bhort stories previously contributed 
to English magazines j “ Archibald 
Mahunison,” a novelette; “Ellice 
Quentin,” another collection of 
Fihort pieces ; " Drinco Saroni’s 
Wife,” also a coiled ion of tales j and 
“Yellow-Cap,” fairy stories, uono 
of which have appeared in America. 
His lost completed novel, “Sebas¬ 
tian Strome,” appeared both in 
England and America in 1880, r J’wo 
other novels by Mr. Hawthorne 
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have since appeared serially, 
" Fortune's Foot,” in Macmillan's, 
and "Dust,’* in tho Gentleman's 
Magazine, and in the American Our 
Continent . In tho autumn of 1881 
Mr. Hawthorne wont to the south 
of Ireland, where lie lived for 
throe months near Corlc; and in 
March, 1882, went to tho United 
Shites, and is now residing in Hew 
York. He lias recently edited a 
posthumous romance of his father’s, 
" Doctor Grhnshawe’s Secret.’’ 
While in England he wrote con¬ 
siderably for the periodicals, and 
for two years was connected with 
the staff of the Spectator* 

HAY, George, R.S.A., was horn 
at Leith Walk, Edinburgh, and 
educated at the High Schools of 
Leith and Edinburgh. He was 
elected an Associate of the Royal 
Scottish Academy in 1869 ; an 
Academician in 1870; and was 
unanimously elected to the Secre¬ 
taryship of the Academy, Nov. 9, 
1881, in tho place of the late 
William Brortie, F.S.A, At an early 
ago he showed indications of his 
future career as an artist. He 
studied modelling in tho School of 
Art, and drawing and painting 
from the antique in the Board of 
Trustee’s Gallery of Casts. At the 
age of 17 ho was induced to enter 
the architectural profession; but 
after some years ho abandoned it 
for tho more congenial one of the 
painter.

HAY, The Right Hon, Sir John 


Charles Dalrymple, Hart., C.B., 
F.E.S., a rear-admiral, Vice-Presi¬ 
dent of the Institution of Naval 
Architects, oldest son of the Into 
Sir James Dalrymple Hay, Bart., 
of Duurogit, Wigtownshire, by his 
first wife, Elizabeth, daughter of 
Lieut.-Gen. Sir Jolm Heron Max¬ 
well, of Springkoll, Dumfriesshire, 
was bom Feb. U, 1821, and edu¬ 
cated at Rugby. Entering the 
navy at an early ago, he served as 
a midshipman during the opera¬ 
tions on the Syrian coast in 18II, 
including tho siege of Acre, whore 
he distinguished himself in com¬ 
mand of a boat, and as fiag-liou- 
tonant of Sir Thomas Cochrunc, 
took a distinguished part in tho 
operations on the coast of Borneo 
in 1816. He conmlanded the Colun i- 
6 me as senior officer at tho destruc- 
[ tion of some pirate vessels in China, 
i in 1819, for which service ho was 
promoted, and recoived a service of 
plate from the merchants of China, 
ilo commanded H.M.S. Uannibal in 
tho Black and Mediterranean Sens 
during the Russian w.ir of 1851-56, 
and took part in the capture of 
Kerteh and Rinburn, and in tho 
bombardment and fall of Sebasto¬ 
pol. Ilo commanded tho Indus in 
North America and tho West Indies 
from 1857 till 1859, was one of tho 
Greenwich Hospital Commission in 
1860-01, and Chairman of the Iron 
Plate Committee from 1861 till 
1861*. He succeeded his father as 
third baronet, March 19,1801, was 
oleoted in 1862 for Wakefield in tho 
Conservative interest, loBt his seat 
at the general election in July, 1865, 
was defeated at Tannvorfch the flame 
year, and eloofced in May, 1800, for 
Stamford, which constituency ho 
represented till the general election 
of April, 1880, when he was an un¬ 
successful enndidate; but in July of 
that year he was returned for the 
Wigtown burglis, polling 036 votes 
against 020 recorded in favour of 
his Liberal opponent, Mr. McMick- 
ing. He was made a rear-admiral, 
and was placed on tho retired 
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list of that rant in April, 1870. Sir 
John, who was ,i Lord of the Admi¬ 
ralty from Jvino, 18GG, to Dec., 1SG8, 
has received three war medals and 
the Medjidie ith class. He is 
tlic author of “ The Flag List and 
its Prospects;” “Our Naval De¬ 
fences ;" “The Reward of Loyalty,” 
"being suggestions in reference to 
our American colonics/’ 18G2; a 
“ Momorandnm on his compulsory 
retirement from the British Navy,” 
1870; M Remarks on the Loss of 
the Captain /' 1871; “"Ashanti and 
the Gold Coast, and what we know 
of it; a Sketch/’ 1874. Sir John 
married, in 1817, tlio Hon. Eliza 
Napier, third daughter of "William 
John, eighth Lord Napier. 

HAY, John, journalist, author,and 
politician, was bom at Salem, In¬ 
diana, Oct. 8, 1889, and graduated 
at Brown University, 1858. Ho was 
admitted to the bar in Springfield, 
Illinois, in ISGl, but almost imme¬ 
diately went to Washington as 
Assistant Secretary to President 
Lincoln, and subsequently was Ills 
Adjutant and Aide-de-Oamp. Dim¬ 
ing the civil war lie served for a 
time under Generals Hunter and 
Gillmoro, attaining the rank of 
Colonel and Assiataait Adjutant 
General. Prom 1805 to 1867 he 
was Secretary of Legation at Paris, 
and from that time to 18G8 was 
Charge d’Affaires at Vienna. He 
was appointed Secretary of Lega¬ 
tion at Madrid in 1809, whore lie 
remained until 1870, when ho re¬ 
turned to the United States, and 
accepted a position upon tlio edi¬ 
torial staff of the New York Tribune , 
This he resigned in 1870, upon his 
removal to Cleveland, Ohio, but has 
continued to occasionally contribute 
to its columns to the present time. 
During the absence of tho editor, 
Mr.Whitelaw Reid, in Europe, from 
April to November, 1881, Colonel 
Hay returned to New York to take 
entire editorial charge of the 
Tinbune. Prom 1879 to 1881 ho 
was Assistant Secretary of Si ate. 
While on the THbum ho obtained 


considerable celebrity by his dia¬ 
lect poernB of "Jim Bludsoe,” 
“ Little Breeches,” &e., which wore 
afterwards published in book-form 
under tho title of “Pike Couniy 
Ballads,” 1871. In tho same year 
ho aLso issued “Castilian Days/’ a 
series of sketches of Spanish life 
and character. He represented the 
United States at the International 
Sanitary Congress held at Wash¬ 
ington in 1881, and was chosen 
President of that body; he has 
been engaged since then (in 
collaboration with John G. 
Nicolay) in writing a Life of 
Abraham Lincoln, which is now 
(188G) nearly completed. 

HAYDEN, Ferdinand Vandevecr, 
M.D., was born at Westfield, Mas¬ 
sachusetts, Sept. 7, 1829. lie gra¬ 
duated at the Albany Medical 
School in 1833, aiul soon after 
explorod ilio “ Bad Lands/’ in 
Daliotah Territory, where he dis¬ 
covered a remarkable deposit of 
extinct animals, and made a large 
and valuable collection of fossil 
vertebrates, In the spring of 1851, 
ho ascended the Missouri river 
almost to its source, returning in 
1856 with another large collection 
of fossils, and was appointed Geo¬ 
logist on the staff of Lieutenant 
Warren, who was engaged in mak¬ 
ing a reconnaissance of tlio North¬ 
west. In 18G1 ho entered tho 
army as medical officer, remaining 
in the field till the close of the war. 
In 18G5 he wap appointed Professor 
of Geology and Mineralogy in tho 
University of Pennsylvania. In 
18G8 lio made another expedition to 
tlic Upper Missouri, in behalf of 
the Philadelphia Academy of 
Sciences, making numerous collec¬ 
tions of fossils. In 1807 the United 
States Geological and Geographical 
Survey of tho Territories was 
begun under his charge, for 
which Congress had made appro¬ 
priations, increasing each succch- 
sive year. In 1872 ho resigned his 
professorship in order to devote 
liimsolf exclusively to tho survey. 
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During tlic last twenty-fire years 
his scientific explorations have ex¬ 
tended ovor a great part of the 
States of Kansas, Nebraska, and 
Colorado, and the territories of 
Dalcotoli, Montana, Idaho, Utah, 
and New Mexico. The reports of 
his surveys are among the most 
valuable of the Government publi¬ 
cations. He is now (1880) en¬ 
gaged in preparing a report on 
the geology of the Upper Missouri 
River. 

HAYES, Rutherford Birohard, 
LL.D., nineteenth President of 
the United States, was bom at 
Delaware, Oliio, October 1J, 1822, 
and graduated at Kenyon College, 
IS 12. His parents emigrated 
from New England j and. his 
father dying, ho was adopted by 
n maternal uncle, from whom he 
ultimately received a considerable 
fortune. He was admitted to the 
Bar at Marietta, Ohio, in 1815, and 
entered upon practice first at 
Fremont, Ohio, and subsequently 
at Cincinnati. The Civil war hav¬ 
ing broken out, lie was in Juno, 
1861, made major of a regiment of 
Ohio volunteers. His regimont was 
ordered to service in Western 
Virginia, was subsequently joinod 
to the army of the Potomac under 
General McClellan, and took part 
in the operations pertaining to the 
Confederate invasion of Maryland, 
in Sept. 1862, At the engagement 
of South Mountain, just before the 
battle of Antietam, Major Hayes 
was severely wounded. Having 
recovered from his wound, he was 
in Nov. 1862, made Colonel of his 
regiment, which was subsequently 
on duty in Ohio and elsewhere. He 
was later made Brigadier-General, 
and afterwards Major-General of 
volunteers. In June, 1803, he 
resigned his commission, having 
been elected a Representative in 
Congress from Ohio, t akin g his seat 
in December, 18G5. He was re¬ 
elected for the following term, but 
resigned in 1867, having been 
deoted Governor of Ohio, to which 


office he was re-elected in 18G9, and 
again in 1875. His repeated success 
in Ohio induced the Republican 
National Convention in 187G to 
nominate him for the xuosidcncy as 
a compromise candidate between 
Mr. Blaine on the one hand and 
Mr. Conkliug on the other. When 
the eloction had taken place,* it 
seemed 00110111 that, of the 369 
electoral votes, 181 would be oaHt 
for Mr. Tildcn, the Democratic 
candidate, being one less than a 
majority 5 172 wore equally sure for 
Mr. Hayes j but there were thirteen 
electors, in respect to whose elec¬ 
tion there wore grave questions in 
diapnto. Of these, tight were from 
Louisiana, four from Florida, and 
one from Oregon, from which States 
there were two sets of electors, ouch 
claiming to have been duly chosen. 
If only one of theso votes should 
be counted for Mr, Tildcn he would 
have a majority, and would conse¬ 
quently become President. In 
order to secure the election of Mr. 
Hayes, nil of these thirteen votes 
must be counted for him. Singu¬ 
larly enough, neither the Constitu¬ 
tion nor any existing law pro¬ 
vided for such an emergency, and as 
the Republicans had a majority in 
the Senate, and the Democrats in 
the House, it was certain that the 
two branches of Congress would not 
agree upon any hill which would 
give the counting of the disputed 
votes to tlieir opponents. In this 
emergency, a bill was passed creat¬ 
ing a speoiol Electoral Commission 
of fifteen for counting the votoe. 
It was to consist of five Senators, 
five Representatives, and five 
Judges of the Supremo Court. 
This commission, by a majority of 
one, decided that the disputed votes 
should all be counted for Mr. Hayes, 
giving him a majority of one vote, 
and he was declared duly olcctod, 
Mr. Hayes' administration was a 
conservative one, and was noted 
more for its exceptional purity than 
for any especial policy. By the 
withdrawal of all national troops 
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from tlic Southern States lie restored 
to them in its full outily the right 
of local self-government, and thus 
removed, probably permanently, 
the " Southern question ” from 
general polities. He endeavoured 
to prevent the premonetization of 
silver, but his veto ivas overriden 
by the constitutional two-thirds 
majority in both Houses of Con¬ 
gress, The 'Republican Senators, 
led by Mr. Colliding, vigorously 
opposed his efforts at ft reform of 
the civil service, so that ho wab able 
to secure but little legislation upon 
the subject, the bill prohibiting 
political assessment on office¬ 
holders being the only measure ill 
that direction passed. Hu was 
aide, however, to set an example 
in favour of the reform hy checking 
removals except for oauho, and by 
instituting in the Interior Depart¬ 
ment at Washington, and in the 
Post Office and Custom House at 
How York, competitive examina¬ 
tions for appointment. Thu House 
of Representatives, which was 
Democratic throughout his term, 
attempted to secure his assent to 
tlio repeal of certain measures by 
attaching them to appropriation 
bills, but he was firm in his refusal 
to sign tbem, and the House was 
finally obliged to give way, public 
sentiment showing itself largely on 
the side of the President, On 
March J-, 1881, lie was succeeded in 
the Presidency hy Mr. Garfield, and 
has since resided at his home in 
Premont, Ohio. 

HAYMAH, Tho Rev, Henry, D.D., 
was born in 182H, and entered 
Merchant Taylors 5 School hi 1882, 
whence, after gaming the chief 
prizes in Greek verse and Latin 
prose, lie proceeded as scholar to 
St. John's College, Oxford, in 1811. 
He became a fellow of his college in 
1841*, and in the following year was 
placed in the second class both in 
classics and in mathematics, llo 
then came to London, and was 
successively ornate at St, Luke J s, 
Old Street, and at St, James's, 


Piccadilly, when tlic laic Bishop 
of London, Dr. Jackson, was rector, 
and in 1832-55 one of the assistant- 
maaters at the Charterhouse. In 
1854 he was appointed assistant 
preacher at the Temple Church, 
whore, on tlio close of tho Crimean 
War, ho published a sermon on 
"Peace, God’s gift, and how to uho 
it ;" mid in the following yenr head 
master of Hi. Olavo's Grammar 
School, Southwark. Subsequently 
ho became head matter of Obeli un- 
ham Grammar School, and in 18(58 
of St. Andrew’s College, Bmdfield. 
When Dr. Temple was promoted to 
the sec of Bxeter, Dr. Hay man was 
eleef ed his successor as head master 
of Rugby School, Nov. 20 , 18(59, a 
post which he retained until his 
removal by tlio Governing Body in 
1871. At tho close of April, 1871, 
Mr. Disraeli appointed Dr. Gay man 
to tho Crown rectory of Aid high am, 
Lancashire, whore lio has since re¬ 
sided, Dr. Hay man’s published 
works consist of occasional essays 
contributed to the Saturday Re¬ 
view j also to tho Christian Remem¬ 
brancer, and more lately to the 
Church Quarterly, Edinburgh, Dub¬ 
lin , British Quarterly , Contempo¬ 
rary, and other Re vinos, tho Corn- 
hill, St. James's, Temple Bar, and 
Clergyman’s magazines, the Church¬ 
man, Antiquai'y, Bibliotheca Sacra 
I (U. S. of America), and other 
serials; tho latest being one to 
the last-named in October, 1882, 
on "Diocesan Synods/' Ho is a 
member of tho Cambridge Philo¬ 
logical Society, being, save ono who 
is resident in Cambridge and vir¬ 
tually affiliated there, tlio only 
Oxford man who has at present 
that honour 5 and has contributed 
several papers to its Journal and 
Transactions. He is the author of 
numerous articles in tho “ Diction¬ 
ary of tho Bible/'' edited by Dr. W. 
Smith, and lias since published in 
three volumes an edition of T/omor’s 
Odyssey; some exercises in Greek 
and Latin composition; and "Rugby 
School Sermons,” with an introdne- 
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tory Essay “ On the indwelling of 
the Holy Spirit” 1875. lu 1884 
he became Hon. Canon of Carlisle, 
ami in 1885 was one of the first 
elected Proctors for the now arch¬ 
deaconry of Fuiness. He is well 
known and frequently called on in 
most parts of the northern pro¬ 
vinces for addresses on Oliureh 
Defence, S. P. G., missions against 
infidelity (which also he has con¬ 
ducted in London), and similar 
subjects. 

HAYTEB, Sir Arthur Divett, 
Bart., is the only son of the late 
Eight Hon. Six* William Good- 
enough Hayter, Q.C., of Southall 
Pari:, Berks, and was born in 
Loudon in 1835, his mother being 
Anno, daughter of Mr. William 
Pulsford, of Linslnde, Bucks. Ho 
was educated at Eton, and at 
L'aHxoI and Brasenoso Colleges, 
Oxford i he graduated in classical 
honours in 1857, and proceeded 
M.A. in 1859. Iu 185U he obtained 
a commission in tho Grenadier 
Guards, retiring in 18GG with tho 
rank of captain. Sir Arthur Hoy- 
tor, who is a magistrate for Berks 
and Somerbci, was M,I\ for Wells 
from 1805 till 18G8, when ho un¬ 
successfully contested East Somer¬ 
set. In 1873 he was elected as 
member for Bath in the Liberal 
interest. He succeeded to tho 
baronetcy on tho death of his 
father in 3878. In 1880 he was 
appointed a Lord of the Treasury, 
and in May, 1882, he succeeded 
Mr. Campbell-Bannerman as Fi¬ 
nancial Secretary at the War 
Office. In 1885, and again in 1880, 
Sir Arthur Hayter stood for Bath, 
but was both times defeated by 
Conservatives. Sir Arthur Hayter 
married, in I860, Henrietta, daugh¬ 
ter of the late Mr. Adrian John : 
Hope, and niece of Mr. A. J. B. 
Bevesford Hope, M.P. 

HAYTEB, Henry Heylyn, C.M.G., 1 
was born in Oct. 1821, at Eden i 
Vale, Wiltshire, and educated at a 
private school and at tho Charter- 
house. He emigrated to Victoria 


iu 1852, and in 1857 joined tho 
department of theHegistrar-Gcne- 
ral, where ho was for many years 
at the hen d of tho s tatis tical branch. 
Whilst in that position ho brought 
tho official statistics of Victoria to 
a high state of perfection. Iu 1S70 
he was selected to fill the office of 
secretary to a Hoyal Commission 
appointed to inquire into the work¬ 
ing of tho public service of Victoria. 
Mr. Hayter J s labours on the Com¬ 
mission did not prevent him from 
attending to his ordinary official 
duties, which wore much added to 
by tho census of 1871, the whole 
of the dotails of which, both as 
regards the collection of tho returns 
and their subsequent compilation, 
woi’o devisod by him ami earned 
i out under his management. Those 
labours, together with domestic 
losses, affected his health, and in 
1872 lie obtained leave of absence 
for a short period, wliich he spent 
in Hew Zealand, where ho investi¬ 
gated the working of the Itegis- 
trur-Genei-aVs department. In 
May, 1871, the statistical branch, 
over which Mr. Hayter had so long 
presided, was erected into it 
separate department, he boing 
placed at its head under tlio title 
of Government Statist. In 1875 
ho was deputed by his Government 
to represent Victoria at a confer¬ 
ence of tho Australasian Colonies, 
held in Tasmania, for the impose 
of establishing a uniform system 
of official statistics. In 1870, Mr. 
Hayter visited England as secre¬ 
tary to a mission whoso object was 
to bring to the notico of tho Im¬ 
perial Government certain defects 
in the Victorian Constitution. On 
liis return to Victoria, Mr. Hayter 
made arrangements for taking tho 
census of 1881, which, as well ab 
the compilation of the returns, 3m 
afterwards carried out successfully. 
Ho was a juror at the Melbourne 
Intercolonial Exhibition of 1875, 
and the Melbourne International 
Exhibition of 1880-81, and on each 
occasion received a Bilvor medal fox

writing a statistical account of 
Victoria as an introduction to fhe 
exhibition catalogue. He was also 
a member of, and contributed 
several papers to, a Social Science 
Congress which was held in Mel¬ 
bourne whilst the latter exhibition 
was opon. Soon after Mr. Hay ter 
assumed the office of Government 
Statist, he originated the work he 
is best known by, the "Victorian 
Year Book.” He is also author of 
" Notes of a Torn in New Zealand j w 
" Notes on tho Colony of Victoria, 
Historical, Geographical, Meteoro¬ 
logical, and Statistical; ” " School 
History M and " School Geography” 
of Victoria; and a "Nosological 
Index,” which is used in tho statis¬ 
tical departments of all the Aus¬ 
tralasian colonies. In 1877 ho 
edited, at the request of the Vic¬ 
torian Government, and wrote tlio 
greater part of, a f< Prdcia of Infor¬ 
mation on the Colony of Victoria, 
and of its Capabilities for Defence,” 
for the use of tho Intelligence 
Branch of tho Imperial War Office. 
Ho is an honorary member of tho 
Statistical Societies of London and 
Manchester, of tho Statistical and 
Social Inquiry Society of Ireland, 
of tho Statistical Association of 
T61d6 (Japanl, of the Royal So¬ 
cieties of South Australia and Tas¬ 
mania, and of the Geographical 
Society of Bremen. He is also a 
Fellow and the Honorary Corre¬ 
sponding Secretary for Victoria of 
the Royal Colonial Institute. He 
was creatod a C.M.G. May 2*1,1882, 
and an Officer of tho French Order 
of Public Instruction on July 11 of 
tho same year. 

HAYWARD, Charles Forster, 
F.SA,, architect, born at Colclies¬ 
ter in Jan. 1831, received his edu¬ 
cation at University College, 
London, and professionally studied 
in the offices of Mr. Lewis Cubitt, 
Mr. P. C. Hardwick, and tho late 
Professor Cockerell. Ho was 
elected a Fellow 1 of tho Royal 
Institute of British Architects in 
1861, Fellow of the Society of An¬ 


tiquaries in 18G7, and appointed 
District Surveyor by the Metropoli¬ 
tan Board of Works in 1871. Mr. 
Hayward was elected Honorary 
Secretary of the Royal Institute 
of Bzitish Architects in 18G2, and 
hold the appointment for many 
years. He was also Honorary- 
Secretary to the Institute's Archi¬ 
tectural Conunittce for the Exhibi¬ 
tion in Paris in 1807. Mr, Hay¬ 
ward has orected many buildings 
in London and tho provinces—in¬ 
cluding the Dnko of Cornwall 
Hotel at Ply mouth, the Sanatorium, 
the Science Schools, and other 
buildings for Harrow, School- 
houses for Charterhouse, Mill Hill, 
&c.; and ho is also known as an 
occasional contributor to profes¬ 
sional journals, 

HAZLITT, William, only sou of 
tlio essayist, bom in Wiltshire, 
Sept. 2G, 1811, was called to tlio 
Bar in 1844, and appointed Regis¬ 
trar of tho Court of Bankruptcy, 
London, in 1864. His Civet literary 
Inductions were, for the most 
part,translations and compilations j 
but in 1851 a pamphlet by him on 
the Registration of Assurances 
attracted some attention. Mr. W. 
Hazlitt, who edited Johnson's 
" Lives of the Poets,” compiled a 
Classical Gazetteer, and, m con¬ 
junction with Mr, Roche, produced 
a useful Manual of Maritime War¬ 
fare, and editions of the Bank¬ 
ruptcy Acts of 18G1 and 18G9, and, 
in conjunction with Mr.Ringwood, 
an odition of the Bankruptcy Act, 
1883. 

HAZL1TT, William Garew, born 
Aug. 22, 1834., tlio eldest son of 
Mr. William Hazlitt, was edu¬ 
cated at Merchant Taylors' School, 
entered the Inner Temple as a 
student in 1850, and was called to 
the Bar in Nov. IHGl. Mr. Hazlitt 
is the author of " Tho History of 
the Venetian Republic: her Rise, 
her Greatness, and her Civiliza¬ 
tion/' 4 vols., 18G0. The first draft 
of this work appeared in a smaller 
form in 3 857. Mr,Hazlitt has also

HEATH, Christopher, F.K.C.S., 
was born in London in 1835, and 
educated at King’s College, Lon¬ 
don. He was appointed Assistant- 
Surgeon and Lecturer on Anatomy 
at tho Westminster Hospital in 
18G2 j Assistant - Surgeon and 
Teacher of Operative Surgery at 
University College Hospital in 
18% j Holme Professor of Clinical 
Surgery and Surgeon to University 
College Hospital in 1875 j Fellow 
of King’s College j Member of 
Council of the Koyal College of 
Surgeons in 1881, and of tho Court 
of Examiners in 1883 j and Con¬ 
sulting Surgeon to the Dental 
Hospital. He was Examiner in 
Anatomy at the Koyal College of 
Surgeons in 1875-80, and Examiner 
for Surgical Degrees at the Uni¬ 
versities of Cambridge and Dur¬ 
ham, and at tho Koyal College of 
Physicians. He is the author of

HEATH, The Eev. Dunbar Isidore, 


M.A., born in 181G, graduated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, as fifth 
Wrangler, in 1838, and received 
from that college, of which he was 
a Follow, the vicarngc of Binding, 
Isle of Wight, in 18JG. Ho was 
prosecuted by hie diocesan before 
tho Court of Arches, for expressions 
in his "Sermons on important 
Sub j Gets,* ‘published in 1859,nllcgod 
to bo derogatory to the Thirty-nino 
Articles, and was, in 1861, sentenced 
to deprivation of his benefice, which 
sentence wub confirmed on appeal. 
This case is noteworthy for being 
tho first enforcement during three 
centuries of the Act of 13th Eliza¬ 
beth. Mr. Heath resigned tho 
vicarage of Binding in 18G2. Ho 
has written "Tho Future Kingdom 
of Christ," 1852-3; "Tho Exodus 
Papyri," 1855 j "A Kecord of tho 
Patriarchal Ago,” 1858 ; " Defence 
of My Professional Character,” 
18G2. 

HEATH, Francis George, youngest 
son of the late Edward Heath, Esq 
was born at Totnes, Devonshire, 
Jan. 15, 1843, and educated at 
Taunton. When very young I 10 
began to write tho " Autobio¬ 
graphies of Animals.” In 1802 he 
entered the Civil Service, securing 
the eighth place in a competition of 
sixty candidates for twenty ap¬ 
pointments. For many years lie 
has taken an active part in pro¬ 
moting and supporting movements 
for tho preservation and extension 
of open spaces ohieUy in tho metro¬ 
polis. It was mainly owing to his 
efforts that the enlargement of 
Victoria Park was effected. II 0 
has also laboured assiduously in 
furtherance of tho movement for 
the preservation of Epping Forest 
and Burnham Beeches. When, in 
1872 , the " strikeof agricultural 
labourers took place in Warwick¬ 
shire, Mr. Heath undertook a tour 
of inquiry amongst the peasant 
population of the West of England; 
the result being the production of 
his first book, " Tho f Komanco * of 
Peasant Life,” which rapidly passed 
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into a second edition, and was fol¬ 
lowed in 1874 by "The English 
Poasantry.” In 1876, Mr. Heath, 
with Ihe object of promoting tlio 
importation into the drearier part a 
of dismal town centres of some of 
the “ green life ” of the country, 
published f ‘ The Pern Paradise: n 
plen for the Culture of Ferns." A 
larger volume, "The Fern World/* 
appeared in August, 1877, and 
reached a fourth edition before the 
end of that year. This was followod 
in 1878 by an illustrated edition of 
" The Fern Paradise,” and by 
" Our Woodland Trees/* In 1879 
Mr. Hoatli published a little volume 
called " Burnham Beeches,” and a 
new edition of Giljnn's " Forest 
Scenery/* In 1880 he produced a 
volume under the title of " Sylvan 
Spring/* In the same year ap¬ 
peared " Feasant Life in the West 
of England.” “My Garden Wild” 
was produced in 1881, and was fol¬ 
lowed by "Where to find Ferns** 
and “Autumnal Leaves.” Mr. 
Heath accepted the editorship of 
the Journal of Forestry in June, 
1882. 

HEATON, John Henneker, direct 
descendant of tho Heatons of 
Heaton, Co. Lancaster, is the eldest 
son of Lieut.-Colonel Heaton of 
the 17th Regiment. Ho was born 
at Rochester, on 18 May, 1818; 
and educated at Kent House 
Grammar School and King's Col¬ 
lege, London. At tho age of six¬ 
teen he emigrated to Australia, 
where ho took to pastoral pursuits 
with varying fortune, and also 
became connected with the press, 
and acquired an interest in the most 
successful newspapers in New 
South Wales. He has always been 
most prominent in all public and 
philanthropic works in the Austra¬ 
lasian colonics ; he represented 
tlie Government of Now South 
Wales, at the Amsterdam Exhibi¬ 
tion, in 1883 ; was appointed by 
the Government of Tasmania to 
represent that colony at the Berlin 
International Telegraphic Con¬ 


ference, in 1885, and succeeded in 
getting a very largo reduction 
made in tho cost of cable messages 
to Australia ; he wns elect cal M.P. 
lor Canterbury, England, at tho 
general election in Nov. 18S5 ; and 
was appointed Commissioner for the 
Government of New South Wales, 
to the Indian and Colonial Exhi¬ 
bition in London ui 1S0U. Mr. 
Heaton is the author of the stand¬ 
ard work of reference on Australia, 
called " The Ausli’al'nu Dictionary 
of Hates and Mon of the Time/* also 
of “ A short account of n Canoniza¬ 
tion at Rome, from an Unsectarian 
Point of View/* In Parliament, 
ho is a atrong advocate, and first 
introduced a proposal for a Uni¬ 
versal International Penny Postage 
System. 

HEBERT, Antoine Auguste 
Ernest, artist, horn at Grenoble, 
Nov. 3, 1817, went to Paris in 
1833, and studied in tlio studio of 
David d*Angers. In lb39 he exhi¬ 
bited at the Louvre his f ‘ Tasso in 
Prison,” which wns bought by tho 
Government for tho Musee of Gre¬ 
noble. Aided by tho advice and 
kindness of M. Paul Holaroohc, ho 
competed, in 1830, at the Ecolo 
des Beaux-Arts, and shortly after 
gainedthe great Prize of Rome; tho 
subject of his picture being "Tho 
Cup found in the Sack of Benja¬ 
min/* Ho remained in Italy eight 
years, and sent various paintings 
and sketches to Paris, After Ills 
return, M. Hubert exhibited, 
amongst other works :—" Reverie 
Orientnlo;” "Paysanne de Gudrande 
bnttant dn Bcurre ;**" La Mai*Aria/* 
and gained a high reputation ns a 
colorist, and for the originality of 
his designs. After another journey 
to Italy, and a visit to Dresden, 
M, Hubert produced " La Crc- 
scenza/*"Les Fienarolos/* "Les 
Filles d*Alvito; ** " Les Fiena- 
roles de San. Angelo,” exhibited at 
the Salon in 1867 ; "Rosa Nera h la 
Fontainei” "La Jcune Fille an , 
Puits /* " Pasqua Maria /* " Perlo 
Noire, le Bane do Pierre/* in 1805 ; 
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a portrait of " David d J Angers," in 
18G7; u La Pustorella,” and "La 
Luvandara/’ in 18G9 ; " Lo Matin 
ot lo Soir do la Vie/ 1 and " La 
Murg populaire Itolienne,” in 1870 ; 
" La Madonna Addoloruta,” and 
“La Tricotoiiso/' in JS73; "L.i 
Muse doa Bois,” in 1877 ; and "La 
Sultanc," in 1870. Ho was Direc¬ 
tor of tlio Academy of Franco at 
Rome, from Dec. 18GG to 1873, and 
in 1874 lie was elected a member of 
the Academic des Beaux-Arts. M. 
Hebert obtained a first-class modal 
in 1851 3 another in 1855, tlio decor¬ 
ation of tho Lotion of Honour in 
July, 18511, the rank of Officer of 
that order in Aug. 1SG7, and tho 
rank of Commander in 1874. 

HECKER, The Very Rev. Isaac 
Thomas, born at Hew York, Deo. 
18, 1819, was educated in his 

native city, and entered into 
business with his brothers. In 
1813, he joined the Brook Farm. 
Community in West Roxbury, and 
after spending some months there 
associated himself for a time with 
the " Uonsociate Family,” at Fruit- 
binds, Worcester County, Massa¬ 
chusetts, and also lived for a time 
with Thoreau in his hermitage. 
Thence he returned to New York, 
and in 1845 was received into the 
Roman Catholic Church. After 
passing a novitiate of two yoars at 
St. Trond, in Belgium, he entered 
the Society of the Rodemptorist 
Fathers in 1847, and from 1847 to 
1851 was engaged in mission work 
in England, and received priest's 
ordei s from Bishop (afterwards Car¬ 
dinal) Wiseman, in 1819. In 1851 
he returned to the United States, 
and for tho next six years was, in 
company with several members of 
his Ordei*, constantly engaged in 
missionary labours, in the autumn 
of 1867 ho visited Rome, and, with 
several of his colleagues, was re¬ 
leased from his conneotion with tho 
Rodemptorists, and authorised to

This was fully organised in 1858, 
and their ilrst house built in New 
York in 1859-GO. The Paulist 
Fathers, of whom Father Heckor is 
the chief or superior, are almost 
entirely of American birth, and 
converts, and hive proved a very 
efficient organisation for the propa¬ 
gation of their faith. The Catholic 
World, a very ably conducted 
monthly mngflssine and review, is 
their principal organ. It was 
founded in 18(15, and Father Hecker 
is the responsible editor. Tlio 
Paulist Fathers are very active 
and earnest in their labours, In 
18G9 Father Flecker was present at 
the Vatican Council in Rome, as 
tho Procurator of Bishop RosecranR, 
of Columbus, Ohio. In 1873 his 
lioaltli being greatly impaired, he 
travelled to Europe and the East.

HELMHOLTZ, Hermann Louis, a 
distinguished German physiologist 
and natural philosopher, is the son 
of a professor in the gymnasium 
of Potsdam, in which town ho was 
born, Aug. 31, 1821. After study¬ 
ing medicine in the Military In¬ 
stitute at Berlin, and being attached 
for a time to the at a if of one of the 
public hospitals there, ho returned 
to hia native town as an army sur¬ 
geon. In 1848 ho was appointed 
Professor of Anatomy in the Aca¬ 
demy of Pine Arts at Berlin; in 
1853. Professor of Physiology at 
JKonigsberg, whence he removed, in 
1858, to Heidelberg, where he also 
filled the chair of physiology. ]le 
was afterwards appointed Professor 
of Physiology at Berlin, The works 
of M. Helmholtz, which are well 
known throughout Europe, have re¬ 
ference principally to llie physiolo¬ 
gical conditions of the impressions 
on tho senses. Among those most 
deserving of notice arc;—“ On 1 ho 
Preservation of Force," 1847 ; 
“ Manual of Physiological Optics," 
1856; and "Theory of tho Im¬ 
pressions of Sound," 1862.

HELMORE, The Rev. Thomas, 
M. A., son of a Dissenting* minister, 
horn at Kidderminster, May 7, 
1811, was educated at Magdalen 
Ilall, Oxford, where he graduated 
B.A.in 1840,andwasordainod in the 
Church of England. He served for 
two years as curate in the parish 
St. Michael's, Lichfield, and held 
a priest-vicar's stall in Lichfield 
Cathedral. In 1812 ho became 
Vice-Principal and Precentor of 
St. Mark’s College, Chelsea j in 

1816 was appointed Master of the 
Children of Her Majesty’s Chapels 
Royal, St. James’s, &c.; and in 

1817 Priest in Ordinary to Her 
Majesty's Chapels Royal. In 1872 
he was presented to the Crown 
living of the Rectory of Beverstone, 
which however he resigned imme¬ 
diately after appointment. In 1877 
he received a retiring pension from 
tho National Society, after thirty- 
five years' service ns Clerical Pre¬ 
centor of St. Mark's College. Ho 
is the author of " The Psalter 
Noted," "The Canticles Noted" 
(for chanting), ,r A Brief Directory 
of Plain Song," " Manual of Plain 
Song," also appendices and Accom¬ 
panying harmonies to all these.

HENDERSON, Lieut.-Col. Sir Ed¬ 
mund Yeamans Walcott, K.C.B., 
son of Rear-Admiral Uoorge Hen¬ 
derson, was horn about 1820. 
Having passed through the ordi¬ 
nary course at Woolwich he entered 
ihe Army in 1838, became Lioul.- 
Col. Royal Engineers in I8G2, was 
for many years Controller of the 
Convict Department in Western 
Australia, and was appointed in 

1863 to the offices of Surveyor- 
General of Prisons and Chairman 
of the Directors of Convict Prisons. 
Jlo was created a Companion of the 
Bath Dec. 7, 1868, and appointed 
on Fob. 12, I860, Chief Commis¬ 
sioner of Police of the 2nctropo3is, 
in tho room of Sir Richard Mayne, 
deceased. In March, LH78, lie was 
created a K.C B. Hir Edmund 
Henderson resigned the post of 
Chief Commissioner of Police in 
the early part of 188(5, and was suc¬ 
ceeded by Sir Charles Warren. 

HENEAGE, The Right Hon. 
Edward, M.P., eldest boh of the lute 
George Fiesohi Honcngu, Escp, of an 
nneiont Lincolnshire family, was 
born in London, Maroh 29,184*0, and 
educated at Eton, He accepted a 
commission in tho 1st Life Guards 
in 1857, but loft after six years* 
service; succeeded to the family 
estates in 1863, and married in 

1864 Lady Eleanor Cecilia, daugh¬ 
ter of tho late Lord Listowel. In 

1865 Mr. Hencogo was returned us 
a Liberal for Lincoln; he unsuc¬ 
cessfully contested Croat Grimsby 
in 1871, but gained the seat in 
1880 and was again returned in 
1885 and 1886, In tho Parliament 
of 1880 Mr. Henoagc moved for the 
Select Committee on the Law of 
Distress, presided over by Mr. 
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Goachen, and together with Mr. C. 
M, Horwoodj obtained the Select 
Committee on Outdoor Customs 
Officers’ Grievances. He was a 
member of the Select Committee on 
Tenants’ Compensation BUIb and 
Harbours. In 1883 he introduced 
a bill to carry out the Report of 
the Select Committee on the Law 
of Distraint, and lias worked on 
many other Committees on ques¬ 
tions connected with tenants, fisher¬ 
men, apprentices, &c. t and is also a 
member of the Royal Commission 
on Loss of Life at Sea. He has 
always heen conspicuous among 
Liberal members for liis great in¬ 
terest in agricultural questions, 
and it was probably for this reason 
that on the formation of Mr. Glad¬ 
stone’s Government in 1885 lm was 
appointed Chancellor of the Duchy 
of Lancaster, a post which lio re¬ 
signed in April, 188G, on account 
oi disagreement with Mr. Glad¬ 
stone's lribli Bill. 

HENNER, Jean Jacques, a French 
painter, born at Bornwillor, Alsace, i 
March 5,1820, was a pupil of Drol¬ 
ling and Picot, anil in 1818 entcrod | 
the fie ole dos Boaux-Arts, At the 
end of two years, ill-health com¬ 
pelled him to return home, but ho 
was re-admitted in 1858, and gained 
a prize for his "Adam et Evore- 
trouvant 1 g corps d'Abol.” After 
this he went to Romo, studied 
under Hipp, and painted four pic¬ 
tures for the Musco de Colmar, one 
of which, " Jcune baigneur en- 
dormiwas exhibited at the Salon 
of 1803, together with a fine por¬ 
trait of Victor Schnets, “ La Chaste 
Suzanne” (18G5) was purchased by 
ilic Government, and is now in the 
Luxembourg.

HEKHESSY, Sir John Pope, 
K.C.M.G., Knight of Malta, is son 
of Mr. John Hcnnessy, of Bally- 
liennessy, co. Kerry, by Elizabeth, 
daughter of Mr. Henry Casoy, of 
Cork. He was born in Cork in 3831, 
educated at Queen’s College, Cork, 
and was called to the bar at tho 
Inner Temple in 1801. He entered 
tho House of Commons as member 
for the King's county in 1859. His 
election address in 1869 was the 
first in which Mr. Disraoli’s name 
was mentio7iod. He expressed his 
confidence in the Imperial policy 
of Mr. Disraeli, but as a national 
Conservative reserved entire in¬ 
dependence to himself in every¬ 
thing relating to Ireland. Mr. 
llouneBsy was the first Catholic 
Conservative in Parliament. Ho 
carried tho Select Committee in 
opposition to Lord Palmerston *s 
Government for throwing open 
appointments in the Civil Service 
of the Dnited Kingdom to public 
competition, and he amended the 
Irish Poor Law, so as to provide 
for tho rearing of pauper children 
out of the workhouses. Ho re¬ 
ceived tho thanks of the Catholic 
Conunitteo of England for the 
Prison Ministers Act, and an ad¬ 
dress of thankB from tho miners of 
Great Britain for some amendments 
he secured in tho Minos' Regula¬ 
tion Bill. Mr. Hcnnessy drew the 
attention of the House of Commons 
to tho decline of the population of 
Ireland, and urged the Govern¬ 
ment to keep tho people at home 
by amending tho Irish land laws 
and reclaiming the waste lands. 
Tie opposod the Government system 
of education in Ireland, on the 
ground that the so-called National 
system was nnti-National. l\ u voted 
for Church-rates, and in favour of 
the Church of England in England, 
but supported concurrent endow¬ 
ment in Ireland, by which tho Irish 
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ecclesiastical property founded be¬ 
fore the Information would be re¬ 
stored to the Catholic Church, and 
some ancient abbeys in Ireland 
revived. In foreign affairs he ex¬ 
posed the conduct of the Russian 
Government in Poland, and moved 
an address to the Crown to carry¬ 
out the stipulations, of the Treaty 
of Vienna in favour of the PoIgb ; 
lie criticised the conduct of Lord 
Palmerston and Mr. Gladstone in 
their attacks on the Pope; and 
supported the independence of the 
Sovereign Pontiff. He opposed the 
war in China, and the bombard¬ 
ment of ports in Japan, but sup¬ 
ported the Northern States during 
the American Civil War. He voted 
against the New Zealand war, but 
supported the claims of the Aus¬ 
tralian colonies to complete legis¬ 
lative independence of Downing 
Street. Ho was appointed Gover¬ 
nor of Labium, in 1807; of the 
West African settlements, in 1872 ; 
of the Bahamas, in 1873 j .of tlio 
Windward Islands, in 1875; of 
Hong-kong, in 1877; and uf the 
colony of Mauritius, in Dec. 1882. 
On more than one occasion his 
conduct as Governor has provoked 
remonstrances, tho latest instance 
being his disagreement with Mr. 
Clifford Lloyd, which led to ques¬ 
tions in Parliament, and tho de¬ 
spatch of Sir Hercules Robinson 
to Mauritius to investigate the 
quarrel. He was created a Knight 
Commander of the Order of SS. 
Michael and George, in April, 1880. 
He contributed papers to the "Pro¬ 
ceedings M of the Royal Society and 
British Association, to the Philoso¬ 
phical Magazine , tho Coiiiemporory 
Review, and tho Nineteenth Qeniwnj; 
and he published, in 1883, a volume 
on "Raleigh iu Ireland, with his 
Letters on Irish Affairs, and some 
contemporary Documents." He has 
been hon. secretary to the Mathe¬ 
matical section of the British As¬ 
sociation, and Chaii-man of the 
Repression of Crime section of the 
Social Science Congress. 


HENNESSY, William MaunseU, 
was born at Castlogrogory, oo. 
Kerry, in 1828, and educated at 
private schools. Ho was one of the 
writers of the Nation newBpapor 
from 1853 to 1850, in which latter 
year ho obtained, by public com¬ 
petition, an appointment in Dub¬ 
lin Castle. Mr. Honncssy is an 
eminent Celtic scholar and arolisuo- 
logist. He was jwomotod for liis 
efficiency to a responsible position 
in the Public Record Office of Ire¬ 
land. Ho is a membor of tlia Royal 
Irish Academy, to the "Proceed¬ 
ings ” of winch ho has contributed 
several important papers, includ¬ 
ing a remarkable treatise on tho 
"Ancient Irish Goddess of War,” 
and another on the Irish system of 
" Trial by Ordeal.” Mr. Uennuasy 
has oditud, besides oilier works, the 
"Okronicon Scotorum/’ and the 
"Annals of Lock-Ifey,” jiublished 
in the Rolls* series of National 
Chronicles. He is ono of the 
writers of tho Rente Cdlu{ue, and 
has also contributed to the Itovue 
Critique , Kuhn's ZcUschnft , and to 
tho Bcitmye s ur vergl, Sprachfors- 
I chuvg. He is one ol‘ the writers of 
i tho Academy, in which he published 
a remarkable article on the " Ossi- 
anic M controversy. 

HE NR I Cl, Olaus, Ph.D., was 
bom March 9, 1810, at Meldovf* in 
Holstein, and received his early 
education in tho gymnasium of 
liis native town. In 1850 he left 
Meldorf in order to study for some 
years in tho workshops of a me¬ 
chanical engincor. In 1859 lie pro¬ 
ceeded to tho Polytechnic School in 
Karlsruhe, wli ore ho ronuwnod until 
18G2, when ho entered the Univer¬ 
sity of Heidelberg. Here, in 1803, 
he graduated with special honours 
as Ph.D. Dr. Henrici next pro¬ 
ceeded to Berlin in order there to 
prosecute his mathematical studies. 
In 1865 he became tutor in tho 
University of Kiel, but left soon 
afterwards for London. In 18G9 
Dr. Honrioi was appointed Pro¬ 
fessor of Pure Mathematics in 
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tlic University College, London. 
In 1808 lie was elected a mem¬ 
ber, and in 1869 one of tho vice- 
presidents of the London Ma¬ 
thematical Society. The learned 
Professor is the author of the fol¬

HE (TRY, The Hon. William Alex¬ 
ander, born at Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
Dec. 80,1810, and educated for the 
legal profession, was called to the 
bar of Nova Scotia in Nov. 1810, and 
was shortly after elected a member 
of tho legislative assembly. 6'lie 
Question of responsible government 
at that period agitating British 
North America, was strenuously 
opposed in Nova Scotia, and the 
other provinces. Mr. Henry, how¬ 
ever, upon his entry into the legis¬ 
lature, supported it, and in 1812 a 
vote of want of confidence was 
carried against tho Government, 
which opposed the system, and in 
1813 ministers resigned. An ap¬ 
peal having been mado to the 
country, Mr. Henry and his friends 
were defeated by a small majority. 
At the general election of 1847, 
however, the friends of responsible 
government were successful, aud 
Mr, Henry has since been returned

on tho principle he first enunciated. 
At the meeting of Parliament in 
1848, the Government was displaced 
by a resolution of want of confi¬ 
dence. In 1819, Mr. Henry avus 
appointed a Q.C., and accepted a 
seat in tlio ministry. In the Court 
of Chaucery and Equity lie has 
introduced various reforms, which 
have proved of greut benefit to the 
community. In 1834 lie accepted 
tlio i^ost of Solicitor-General, and 
joined the administration, and in 
185G, AVriiving his claim to a vacant 
seat on the hunch of tho Supremo 
Court, he accepted the office of 
Provincial Secretary. This posi¬ 
tion lie held for about eight months, 
and in 1839 again became Solicitor- 
General. A general election took 
place soon after, and in I860 tlio 
Government was displaced, their 
opponents holding office until after 
the general olectiou of 18G3, when 
Mr. Henry become for tho third 
time Solicitor -Gonornl. lie has 
taken a prominent part in the 
question of the union of the North 
American provinces ; in 1865 was 
appointed a member of a delegation 
to London, respecting tho construc¬ 
tion of railAvays; and in the winter 
of I860 represented his government 
at Washington, in an unsuccessful 
negotiation for the continuance of 
the Reciprocity Treaty botAveen 
England and tlio Uniterl States. In 
J uly, 1806, he was again appointed 
a delegate on the ** Union” ques¬ 
tion, and with his colleagues from 
Novia Scotia, nnd the delegates 
from Canada and Ngav Brunswick, 
met in London, and adopted a 
scheme of union for submission io 
ilie Homo Government, wbioh has 
beon adopted. Ho is noAV a xmisne 
judgo of the Supremo Court of the 
Dominion. 

HENTY, George Alfred, avus bom 
at Trumping Lon, Cambridgeshire, 
Dec. 8, 1832, and educated at 
Westminster School and at Caius 
College, Cambridge. He left Cam¬ 
bridge to go out to tlio Crimea iu 
tho Purveyor’s Department, Eo- 
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tur nin g invalided, he was promoted 
to tlio rank of Purveyor to tho 
Forces, and was sent out to Italy to 
organize the hospitals of the Italian 
legion. At the end ot‘ the war he 
returned home, and had charge 
first of the Belfast and afterwards 
of the Portsmouth districts. Ho 
resigned his commission, and for 
several years was occupied in 
mining operations in Wales, Italy, 
Ac. Then ho went upon tho staff 
of the Standard newspaper. As a 
special correspondent of that 
journal he witnessed the ltalo- 
Austrian war, was with Garibaldi 
in liis campaigns in tho Tyrol, at 
tlio opening of the Suez Canal, 
with the Abyssinian Expedition to 
Mngdalu, and the Ashantec Expe¬ 
dition to Coomassio. Hu also went 
through the Franco-German war, 
and the Communal (Siege of Paris, 
and was lilcewiso out in the Carliat 
Insurrection. He went to Russia 
for the Standard at tho time of the 
Hliiva Expedition, and on his 
return visited the mining regions 
of tho United States, in California, 
Nevada, Utah, and on Lake Su¬ 
perior. He accompanied tho Prince 
of Wales in his tour through India, 
and was with the Turkish army in 
the Turko-Perslan war. Mr. Hunty 
is the author of " A Search for a 
Secret/' "All But Lost," "The 
March to Magdala,” "The March 
to Coomassie," " Out on the Pam¬ 
pas," "The Young Franc- 
Tirours,” "The Young Colonist/' 
and amunber of otherbooks forboys, 
chiefly of an historical character. 
He is editor of the boy’s paper, the 
(ftuon Jack . 

HERAUD, John Ahraham, was 
born in London in 1709. Self- 
educated, and originally intended 
for business, he began writing for 
the magazines in 1818. In 1820 
ho published his local poem, "Tot¬ 
tenham,” and in 182J his f* Legend 
of St. Loy j ” wrote articles for the 
Quarterly and oilier reviews, and 
for three years assisted in the edi¬ 
torship of Fraser’s Magazine, His 


poem of " Tho Descent into Hell ” 
appeared in 1880, and "Tho Judg¬ 
ment of tho Flood” in 1834, and 
both were republished many years 
afterwards, enlarged and re¬ 
arranged. Ho lias written "Vi- 
dona/’ a tragedy, acted in 1854; 
"Wife, or no Wife,” "Agnolo 
Dioro,” and a version of JV1. Le- 
gouvo’s "Medea,” "The Roman 
Brother," and “ Salvator, or tho 
Poor Man of Naples,” two trage¬ 
dies; “Tho Life and Times of 
Girolamo Savonarola,” and some 
orations and lectures on Coleridge, 
and on pootry. He was for three 
years editor of tho Monthly Magaz iuo, 
and subsequently of the Christian s 
Monthly Magazine, In J8G5 Mr. 
Horaucl published " Sliakspoiv. 
His Inner Life, as intimatocl in his 
Works.” In 1870 ho reappeared as 
a poet, in a volume entitled " 'the 
In-gathering,” which was followed, 
in 1871, by another "war-epic/’ on 
tho conflict between Franco and 
Prussia, undor tho title of “The 
War of Ideas.” His latest works 
are, " Uxmnl: an antique Love 
Story ;" and " Macro clc* Lfode- 
parts au Historical Rom unco,” 
1878. Mr. ’Iloraud is now a 
Brother of tho Charterhouse. 

HERBERT, John Rogers, R.A., 
horn Jan. 23, 1810, at MaLdon, 
Essex, where* his father was comp¬ 
troller of customs; was sent to 
London in 182G, and became a 
student of tho Koval Academy. 
Having lost his father two years 
after, he was obliged to abandon 
his course of study, and directed 
liis attention to portraiture. His 
earliest exhibited pictures (1830-6) 
consist of portraits, and he em¬ 
ployed his poncil upon small poeti¬ 
cal subjects, exhibited chiefly at 
tho British Institution in Pall 
Mall. From 1839 to 1811 he 
painted chiefly scenes of romance 
and chivalry. Tho picture of 1H42, 
"Tho first Introduction of Chris¬ 
tianity into Britain,” was the first of 
that series from religious subjects 
by which the artist is best known. 
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Hia principal subsequent works 
have boon : —“ Christ and the 
Woman of Samaria," exhibited in 
184‘3 j ff Sir Thomas More and hia 
Daughter witnessing four Monks 
going to Execution," now in the 
Vernon Gallery ; fr St. Gregory 
teaching the Roman Boys the 
Chant/' in 1813 ; and ff Our Saviour 
subject to hia Parents at Nazareth/' 
in 1817. In 1816 he was elected R. A., 
and in 1848 was invited to assist 
in decorating the now Houses of 
Parliament. To Mr. Herbert was 
assigned the decoration of the 
Pecra 1 robing-room with subjects 
from the Old Testament, one of 
which, entitled ff Illustrations of 
Jnstice on the Earth, and its De¬ 
velopment in Law and Judgment/' 
waa completed in 1861. fro r this 
fresco Parliament voted him a 
handsome sum, in addition tu tlio 
original price agreed upon. Hia 
fresco, “ Moses Descending from 
tlio Mount with the Tables of the 
Law/ ’ is in the principal committee- 
room of the House ol' Lords. In 
Dec., 1869, Mr. Herbert was clectod 
a foreign corresponding member of 
the Eronch Academic des Buaux- 
Arts, in the room of tho late Baron 
Leys. His picture, “ Tho Judg¬ 
ment of Daniel,” paintod for the 
House of Lords, waa exhibited in 
1881, Mr. Herbert, who has hold 
with great determination to his 
rights as an exhibitor at tho Royal 
Academy, is believed to have at 
last resigned liis membership. 

HEREFORD, Bishop of. (See 
At lay, Db.) 

HERFORD, Edward, was born at 
Birmingham in 1815, and prac¬ 
tised for many years aa a solicitor 
at Manchester, of which town lie 
was appointed in 183!) assistant 
Town (Jlerk. In 1873 he was put 
upon tho commission of tho poace 
for tho county palatine of Lancas¬ 
ter. Mr. Herford originated and 
largely conducted tho following 
associations in Manchester and 
tho neighbourhood: — The three 
Lyceums—cheap litorary and re- 


creativo institutions for tho work¬ 
ing classes j the Lancashire and 
Cheshire Association of Mechanics' 
Institutions j the Young Men's 
Anti-Monopoly Association; tho 
Poor Law Association j the Man¬ 
chester Church Institute ; and tho 
Free and Open Church Society, 
which has been largely instru¬ 
mental in restoring the ancient 
freedom of parish churches to poor 
and rich alike, throughout the 
kingdom. In 1810 Mr. Herford 
projected The North of England 
Magazine , a short-lived periodical 5 
and in 1879 lio formed the National * 
Committee for abolishing Purchase 
in the Church. Among Mr. Her- 
ford’s writings are pamphlets on 
1 f Free and Open Churches j" “ Law 
of Free Parish Churches; " and 
* f Pew-routs fatal to the National 
Church." 

HERGENROTHER, His Eminence 
Josef, Cardinal-Deacon of the Holy 
Roman Church, was bom at Wurz¬ 
burg, in Bavaria, Sept, 15, 1822, 
and studied in his native city, at 
Munich, under Dr. Dollinger, and 
at Rome. 1 n 1852 ha was a]pointed 
Professor of Canon Law and Church 
History in the University of W urz- 
burg, having in the previous year 
(1851) published at Ratishou f ‘Do 
Catholicu) Ecclesioo Primordiia ru- 
ccntioruin Prote&tantiiun Systom- 
ata exponduntur dissertations liis- 
torico-dogmntica, qiuuu auotoritato 
et consensu lllu&tris Theologoruin 
ordinis in alma univorsitato Ludo- 
vico-Maximilianen legondi facnl- 
tntom rile ftdepturus publico de¬ 
fends J. Horgonrothcr, S. Theol. 
Doctor/’ Dr. HergonrOthcr won 
tho admiraLion ancl confidence of 
Catholic Germany by hia treatise 
on f< Tho State of tlio Chnrcli since 
the French Revolution" ( w Die 
Kirchonsfcaafc soit dor franzoaichen 
Revolution " Freiburg im Breisgau, 
1860). In liis work on tho origin 
of tlio Greek Schism, Dr. Horgen- 
rothcr next camo forward as tho 
defender of the Holy See, which 
had been taunted by Dr. Pilcher 
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with having given rise to that 
lamontfthlo separation. The result 
of long labours was tlio publication 
of "Monuments graoea ad Photium 
cj usque hiatoriam portinontia," 
(ireek and Latin, Ratisbon, 1809; 
ancl "Photiua, Patriarch von Con- 
stantiuopel, Sein Leben, Seine 
Sohriften, und das griechische 
Schisma/' Regeusbui*g, 1870, etc. 
By those works on Photius Dr. 
Hergenrotlier proved himself to bo 
one of the best Greek scholars of our 
time. No sooner had T)r. Dellinger 
taken a hostile position against 
Tius IX. and the (Ecumenical Vati¬ 
can Council than Dr. Hergenrfltker 
opposed him in several minor works, 
in “ Anti-Janus. Eine historiseh- 
theologische Kritik dor Schrift f Der 
Papst nnd das Concil, von Janus/ w 
Freiburg irn Breisgau, 1870 (trans¬ 
lated from the German by James 
Burton Robertson, Dublin, 1870); 
and lastly in his " Katholische 
Kirche and christlioher Staat in 
ihrer gesehichtli chen Entwickelung 
und in Bcziehung auf die Eragen 
der Gegenwart/' Ereiburg im Brcis- 
gau, 1872 (translated into English 
under the title of" Catholic Church 
and Christian State: A series of 
essays on the relation of the Church 
to the Civil Power/' 2 vols., 1870). 
This latter work was also trans¬ 
lated into Italian. Professor Her- 
genrdther has likewise published 
"Cardinal Maury, Ein Lebensbild 
aus clem JJnde des vorigen und 
deiu Anfange des jatzigen Jahr- 
bunderts," Wiirzburg, 1878 j and a 
"Handbook of General Ecclesias¬ 
tical History" ("Handbuch der 
allgemeinen Kirchengeachichte," 
Freiburg, vol. I. 1870, vol. II. 
1877, supplemental volume, 1880). 
He was one of the German divines 
who, at the invitation of Phis IX., 
took part in the preparatory labours 
of one of the theological commis¬ 
sions that preceded the assembling 
of the Vatican Council. Ho was 
creatod and proclaimed a cardinal. 
May 12, 1879, with the diaeonal 
"title" of S. Nicola in Carcore. 


His Eminence is Prefect of the 
Apostolic Archives. 

HERKOMER, Hubert, A.R. A., was 
born in 1849, at Waal, in Bavaria. 
His father, Lorenzo Herkomor, who 
is a skilful wood-carver, emigrated 
with Mb family, in 1851, to tlio 
United States, hut in 1K57 sought 
to improve his fortunes in England, 
and settled in Southampton. As a 
boy, Hubert was hindered much in 
his education by ill health and 
poverty; but at thirtocu he entered 
the Art School sit Southampton, and 
won a bronze modal there. In 1805 
he went to Munich with liis father 
(who hml been commissioned to 
carve copies of figures by Peter 
Visolior), and while there tho young 
artist was aided in his studies by 
Professor Echter. In 1 800 he en¬ 
tered. the schools at South Ken¬ 
sington, hut after five months was 
obliged to return to Southampton, 
where he was instrumental in esta¬ 
blishing a drawing-school for the 
study of the living modelj and at 
Christmas in that year ho and the 
oung artists associated with him 
old an oxliibition of their works, 
in which he sold his first picture. 
In 1807 ho went again to South 
Kensington for a few months, nnd 
in the following year he established 
himself in the village of Hythc, 
and there painted two pictures, 
which ho exhibited at the Dudley 
gallery (1808). He then came to 
London, and occupied himsoJf suc¬ 
cessfully with water-oolour paint¬ 
ing and designing for the wood 
engraver. In 1871 Mr. Borkomor 
was invited to join tho Institute 
of Painters in Water Colours, and 
to the gallery of this Society, and 
subsequently to the Grosvenor and 
the Academy Exhibitions, he has 
contributed many drawings, chiefly 
of Bavarian subjects, and latterly 
some with figures or portraits about 
the scale of Nature. The oil pic¬ 
ture, " After the Toil of the Day," 
in the Academy Exhibition of 1873, 
extended his reputation and pre¬ 
pared the way for "The Last 
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Muster '* (1875), the memorable pic¬ 
ture of Chelsea pensioners, which 
after appearing in tho Lecture 
Eoom at Burlington House in 
1875, figured at the Paris Exhi¬ 
bition of 1878, and was there 
awarded one of tho two grand 
medals of honour carried off by 
the English school. Subsequently 
the artist turned his attention 
to etching and other branches 
of practice. His later pictures, 
exhibited at the Koyal Academy, 
are:—"At Heath's Boor,” lfi7<>, a 
picture of peasants of the Bavarian 
Alps in prayer, awaiting the arrival 
of the priest who is to administer 
the lust bucr aments of the Chur eh 
to a member of the familyj "Her 
Bittgang,” peasants praying for a 
successful harvest, 1877 ; " Even¬ 
tide : a Scene in the Westminster 
Union,” "A Welshwoman,” and 
" Souvenir de ltembrandt,” 1878; 
" Eclating his Adventure,” 1879 ; 
"(Jod's Shrine,” "Grandfather's 
Pet," *' Two Sides of a Question,” 
and "Wind-swept” 1880; "Miss¬ 
ing/' a scene at the Portsmouth 
dock-yard gates after the loss of 
the Atlanta, 1881; "Homeward,” 
1883; and " Natural Enemies,” 
18S3. Mr. Heivkomer was elected 
an Associate of the Koyal Academy 
Juno 19, 1879; and in the same 
year lie was elected an honorary 
member of the Imperial Academy 
of Vienna. In Sept., 1881, he re¬ 
ceived from the Hochstiftnng of 
Frankfort-on-Main a diploma of 
membership and mastership of Iho 
Institute; and in 1880, at tho 
Berlin Exhibition, one of tho 
"Groat gold medals” for art. 
He has founded a school of art 
at Buehey, Herts. 

HERTBLET, Sir Edward, C.B., 
son of tho late Lewis Hertslol, 
Esq., who for fifty-seven years was 
sub-librarian and afterwards libra¬ 
rian and keeper of tlio papers of tho 
Foreign Office, was born in West¬ 
minster Feb. 3,1824, and educated 
at private schools. He entered the 
Foreign Office March 23, 1810, 


and was promoted to he sub¬ 
librarian April 1, 1855, and libra¬ 
rian and keeper of tho papers 
Nov. J9,1857; was electedF.KU.S. 
Jan. 11, 1858. Ho is tho author of 
" HbrtsJet's Commercial Treaties,” 
a work in 10 vols,, which was begun 
by hib father in J82U; the " British 
and Foreign State Papers,” n work 
in 09 vols., also begun by his 
father in 1825, and compiled ior 
tlio use of Her Majesty's Govern¬ 
ment ; " The Map of Europe by 
Treaty,” a work in 3 vote., show¬ 
ing the various political and terri- 
toiiiil changos which took place in 
Europe between 1811* and 1875, 
with numerous maps ; " Aunlyses 
of Treaties and Tariffs rog ulating 
the Trade between Great Britain 
and various Foreign Powers,” in 
(i vols.; and tho " Foreign Office 
List,” forming a complete diplo¬ 
matic and consular handbook, 
wliicli 1ms been published annually 
since 1852. He was made a com¬ 
panion of the Bath Fob. 21, 1871, 
and was attached to tho special 
embassy of the late Earl of 
Bcaconsfield and tlio Marquis of 
Salisbury to tho Congress of Ber¬ 
lin in Juno and July, 1878, with 
a Eoyal commission as acting 
secretary of Embassy in Her 
Majesty’s diplomatic f-ervice; and 
was knighted by Her Majesty in 
recognition of Ills services at Ber¬ 
lin July 30, 1878. 

HERVE, Airne Marie Edouard, 
a French journalist, born May 28, 
1833, at Samt-Dunis, in the island 
of Reunion, is tho son of a jn ofessor 
of mathematics in the college of 
that town, where he began his 
studies, which hi* terminated in a 
particularly biilliaut manner in 
Paris at the College Napoleon. In 
1854 he entered tlicNoinml School, 
being tho first on tho list for pro¬ 
motion in the department of litera¬ 
ture, but he sent in his resignation 
shortly afterwards in order that ho 
might devote his undivided atten¬ 
tion to journalism. Ho was con¬ 
nected first of all with tho Bcv%to da 
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VInstruction Publique,md tlio Revue 
Contemporaine , to which he con¬ 
tributed (1860) the political sum¬ 
mary ; and he then became editor 
of the Courrier de Dimanche (1863), 
of the Temps (1804), and of the 
Epoque (1805). The hostility of 
the Government having rendered 
it almost impossible to continue 
his connection with a French news¬ 
paper, he transferred his services to 
the Journal de Geneva, of which he 
became one of the principal corre¬ 
spondents. After the publication 
of the Imperial letter of Jan. 19, 
1SG7, inaugurating a new system 
for the press, M. Herve established 
in conjunction with M. Jean Jacques 
Weiss, the Journal de Pans (1807)> 
which became noted for itspersistent 
attache on the Imperial regime. At 
the general election of May, 1869, M. 
Hervo came forward, in the circou- 
scription of Arras, as the candidate 
of the Liberal opposition, under the 
patronage of M. Thiers, but he wrb 
defeated at the poll by the official 
candidate, M, Sens. M. Weiss 
having retired from the strife 
of political journalism, on being 
nominated general secretary of the 
.Ministry of Fine Arts, M. Herve 
remained sole editor of the Journal 
de Pans , and on Fob. 6, 1873, he 
started the Soleil , a largo political 1 
halfpenny newspaper, which at 
the outset was moroly an offshoot 
of the Journal de Pans i, and con¬ 
ducted by the same liborary staff. 
After tho visit of the Comte de Paris 
to Frohsdorff which preceded the 
attempt to re-establish the anoient 
monarchy, M. Herve proclaimed 
loudly "the reconciliation of the 
House of France,” and engaged, 
with reference to this subject, in an 
animated controversy with M. Ed¬ 
mond About, the editor of tho Pix- 
Neuvidme Siicle , This dispute ended 
in a duel, in which M, About was 
slightly wounded. After the pro¬ 
clamation of the Septennate, M. 
Herv6 supported the policy of the 
Broglie, Cissy, and Buffet Cabinets. 
On April 28, 1876, M, Hervc an¬ 


nounced to the readers of the 
Jour ml de Paris the discontinuance 
of that journal, after nine years of 
a stormy existence j and since then 
he has remained editor of tlio Soleil. 
Hu has published in book form, 
under tho title of " Une Page 
dTListoiro Conteiuporai no/ * 18< 59, 
a series of articles on the elections 
in England, and tho leading btatos- 
men of this country. 

HERVEY, The Hon. and Right 
Rev. lord Arthur Charles, D.J)., 
Bishop of Bath and Wells, fourth 
son of Frederick William, fifth Earl 
and first Marquis of Bristol, and 
uncle to tho present Marquis, was 
born Aug. 20, 1808, and oducatod 
at Eton and at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, whore ho proceeded 
M.A. in 1830, being placed Bbctli in 
tho first class in classics. Having 
hold a country curacy for a year, 
he was, in 1832 appointed rector of 
Iclcworth, Suffolk, a living in the 
gift of his father, to which was 
added, in 1833, the adjacent living 
of Homingsliontli, in the same 
patronage. In 1862 he was promoted 
to the archdeaconry of Sudbury j 
and in Nov. 1800 he wns nomi¬ 
nated by tho Crown, on the re¬ 
commendation of Mr. Gladstone, to 
tho bishopric of Bath and Wells, 
vacant by the resignation of Lord 
Auckland. t He was consecrated on 
Dec. 21, in Westminster Abboy, 
Dr, Temple being consecrated at 
the same time to the see of Exeter. 
His lordship is Visitor of Wadham 
College, Oxford, In addition to 
various single sermons and 
"charges ” he has published:—" A 
Few HintB on Infant Baptism,” 
1838 j "National Education in tho 
Principles of the Chxircli connected 
with the National Prosperity,” 
1838 j ft Thanksgiving Sermons for 
Indian Victories,” 1816; " Sermons 
for the Sundays and Principal Holi¬ 
days throughout tho Year, 2 yols„ 
1850 } "Missionary Sermons,” 
preached in Ely Cathedral, 1851; 

" The Genealogies of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ, as contained 
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in tlie Gospols of Matthew and 
Luke, reconciled with each other, 
and with the Genealogy of the H ouse 
of David, fiom Adam to the cloao of 
the Canon of tlie Old Testament, 
and shown to ho in Harmony with 
tho True Chronology of the Times,” 
1853 j "A Suggestion for Supply¬ 
ing the Literary, Scientific, and 
Mechanics 1 Institutes of Great 
Britain and Ireland with Lecturers 
from the Universities,” 1855; ,r The 
Inspiration of Holy Scripture,” five 
sermons prcacliod before the Uni¬ 
versity of Cambridge, 385fi ; " A 
Letter to the Rev. 0. Wordsworth, 
D.D., on tlie Declaration of tho 
Clergy on Marriage and Divorce,” 
1857 ; and “ Increase of the Epis¬ 
copate : A Letter to the Lord Hi shop 
of Ely,” 18GG j three Lectures to 
working men on tho Division of 
Labour, Property, and Wages, 
18S3, J88J, 1885. He has been a 
contributor to Dr, Smith's * f Dic¬ 
tionary of the Bible,” and to tho 
“Speaker's Commentary,” and to 
tho “Pulpit Commentary”; and 
was ono of tho Revisers of tho 
authorized version of the Old 
Testament, At one time ho was 
well known as an opponent of the 
extreme High Church party, and 
his correspondence with Arch¬ 
deacon Denison on the subject of 
symbolic observances in tho cele¬ 
bration of the Holy Communion 
was published in 1871-72. Ho 
married, in 1839, Patience, (laughter 
of Mr. John Singleton. 

HEBSEY, The Ven. lames 
Augustus, D.C.L., eldest son of the 
late Mr. J. A. Hessoy, born in 
London in 1811, was educated at 
Merchant Taylors' School, and wont 
to St. John's College, Oxford, of 
which he was for some years a 
resident follow and lecturer. Ho 
rnduated B.A, in 183G, taking a 
rst-olass in Literie HumanioHbus ; 
was appointed Public Examiner in 
1812, and Select Preacher in his 
University in 1849, Prom 18 ID to 
1870 ho was Head Master of 
Merchant Taylors' School, and 


from 1850 to 1879 Preacher of 
Gray's Inn. In 18G0 ho proaohod 
tho Biuupton Lectm-OH at Oxford, 
the subject being “ Sunday, its 
Origin, History, and Present 
Obligation considered,” of which 
four editions have been published. 
He has also written “Schemata 
Rlietoriea,” “A Scripture Argu¬ 
ment against permitting Marriage 
with a Wife's Sister,” "Biographies 
of tho King s of J udah,” several small 
pamphlets and sermons, and some 
articles in Dr. Smith's “ Dictionary 
of the Bible.” In 1800 Dr. ITeasey 
was appointed by Dr. Tait, Bishop 
of London, to fclie Probendal staJl 
of Oxgato, in St. Paul's Cathedral, 
which ho resigned in 1875 ; in 1RG5 
was elected to the office of Grinfield 
Lecturer on the Soptmigint by the 
University of Oxford, and, on the 
expiration of the two years' tenure, 
was elected in 1807 for two years 
more. At Christmas, 1870, Dr. 
Hessoy resigned the Head Master¬ 
ship of Merchant Taylors' School, 
having a few weeks previously bcou 
appointed by Dr, Jackson, Bishop 
of London, ono of Ids lordship’s 
examining chaplains. He retains 
this office under the present Bishop, 
Dr. Temple. In Nov., 1870, ho 
was nominated to preach tho 
Boyle Lecture for 1871 and tho 
two following years, his subject 
boing " The Moral Treatment of 
Unbelief.” His lectures have been 
published by the S, P. C. K. under 
the title of “'Moral Difficulties con¬ 
nected with the Bible,” of which 
many thousand copies have been 
sold in England and America. 
From 1872 to 3874 ho was Classical 
Examiner for the Indian Civil Ser¬ 
vice. Dr. Hofcsey waB appointed 
Archdeacon of Middlesex in June, 
1875, and has published seven 
annual “Charges to his Clergy and 
Churchwardens.” Ho is a Governor 
of St. Paul's and Highgato Schools, 
and in 1878 and 1879 wob Select 
Preacher in tho University of 
Cambridge. In tho year 1884 he 
received tho degree of D,D. honoris 
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cavst, from the University of the 
South, U.S. Ur. Hesaey is one 
of the throe permanent chairmen of 
the Society for Promoting Christian 
Knowledge, and is an active mem¬ 
ber of nearly all the Church So¬ 
cieties. He has also, both by his 
writings and by his personal efforts, 
taken a great part in resisting 
proposals for altering the laws of 
marriage, and in establishing a 
Piocesan Conference for London, &c. 

HETTRTLEY, The Rev. Charles 
Abel, D.D., box*n about 1806, was 
educated at Corpus Christi College, 
O xford, of which he was successively 
Scholar and Follow; was presented 
1 >y his college to the rectory of Fenny 
Compton, Warwickshire, in 1810 ; 
discharged the office of Bampton 
Lecturer in 1815; and was appointed 
to an Honorary Cauonry in Worces¬ 
ter Cathedral in 18 fS. In 1853 he 
was elected to tlie Margnrot Pro¬ 
fessorship of Pivinity, to which is 
attached a Cauonry in Christ 
Church Cathedral ; find in 18G1 ho 
was ohoden a member of tho Hebdo¬ 
madal Council. Pr. Heurtloy, who 
lias been three times appointed one 
of the select preachers of the Uni¬ 
versity of Oxford, is tho author 
of several volumes of sermons, 
University and Parochial, includ¬ 
ing his Bampton Lectures "On 
Justification/' and of f ‘ Har- 
xnonia Symbolica, a Collection 
of Creeds belonging to the An¬ 
cient Western Church/' 1858, 
together with pamphlets on the 
Eucharist, on Prayer addressed to 
Christ, and on the Age of the 
Atlinnasian Creed. 

HEWETT, Sir Prescott Gardner, 
Bart., F.R.S., received his pro¬ 
fessional education at St, George's 
Hospital and in Paris, on the 
completion of which ho passed 
his examination, and became a 
member of tho Royal College of 
Surgeons of England July 15, 1836. 
Ho was made an honorary Fellow of 
the College when the new charter 
was granted to that institution in 
Pec., 1843. In 1867 the Fellows of 


tho College olocted him a member 
of the Council. Ho had previously 
been appointed a Professor of 
Human Anatomy and Surgery. 
In 187G he succeeded Sir James 
Paget as President of the College, 
and in July, 1883, lio was created a 
baronet. He is one of Her Majesty's 
Sorjoant-Surgeons, nnd also Sur- 
geon-in-Ordinary to tho L J riuce of 
Wales. He is the author of some 
valuable papers in the Transac¬ 
tions of the Royal Merlioal and 
Chirurgicul Society, and of tho 
Pathological and Clinical Societies, 
and of tho two latter ho luis filled 
tho president's chair, lie is also a 
member of many learned and 
scientific socioties at homo and 
abroad. 

HEWETT, Rear-Admiral Sir Wil¬ 
liam Nathan Wrighte, IC.C.B., 
K.C.S.I., V.C., second son of 

the late Mr. William Wrighio 
Hewett, by Susan Moore, daughter 
of tho late Kov. John Muddy, D.P., 
was born at Brighton hi 1831. He 
entered the Royal Navy in 1817, 
and became Lieutenant in 1851, 
Commander in JS58, Captain in 
1862, and Rear-Admiral in 18/8. 
He served with tho naval brigade 
in the Burmese war and in China, 
and also in the Russian war of 
1854-5, for which lie received tho 
Order of the Legion of Honour and 
the Sardinian war medal. The 
I Victoria Cross, with two dates, 
j was also conferred upon him for 
conspicuous bravery in tho field 
before Sebastopol and Inkerman. 
For the gallantry exhibited on this 
occasion the Board of Admiralty 
promoted him to the rank of Lieu¬ 
tenant. He commanded tho £ eagle 
at the capture of Kcrtch and 
Yonikali, and in the Azoff ex¬ 
pedition. Piu’ing the Ashantee 
war of 1873-i he was commodore on 
tho west coast of Africa, and he was 
present at Amoaful and the capture 
of Coomassie. For his tor vices ho 
was croated a Knight Commander 
of the Order of the Bath (March 31, 
1874), Subsequently he severely 
M at 
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punished the Congo River pirates 
i'or outrages (1875). He wob ap¬ 
pointed Commandor-in-Chiof on 
the East India station in 1882, and 
in the saino year for liis services 
when in command of naval forces 
in the v expedition to Egypt ho re¬ 
ceived the thallies of Parliament. 
He weis created a Knight Com¬ 
mander of the Order of the Star of 
Lidia in 1882/ He was charged, in 
188 l,with a mission to King J olni of 
Abyssinia, in order to induce that 
potentate to aid in the relief of the 
garrison of Kassala. 

HEYBE, Paul, a German poet and 
novelist, was born March 15, 1830, 
fit Borlin, where his father was a 
distinguished University professor 
and philologist. He was educated 
in the Frederick-William Gym¬ 
nasium of his native city, and in 
the Universities of Berlin and 
Bonn, whore ho applied himself to 
tho study of philology. In 1852 he 
repaired to Italy, to oxamino the 
manuscripts in tlio public libraries 
ol‘ Romo, Florence and Venice. In 
May, 1854, he was summoned to 
Munich by King Maximilian, and 
he there married tho daughter of 
the eminent writer on art, Franz 
Kugler. Ho has written some 
tragedies which linvo been per¬ 
formed in various towns of Ger¬ 
many, viz. : " Francescadi Rimini/' 
I860 j "Oiirika,” 1852 j f * Meleager,” 
185 f * "The Mon of the Palatinate 
in Ireland (DioPfiilzor in Irland),” 
1855 j "ElizabethCharlotte,” 1800 j 
" The Counts Von dor Escho j ” 
and some others, which, though 
never presented on tho stage, have 
been eagerly read by a wide circle 
of readers. Ho lias also produced 
narrative and epic poems : u Tho 
Brothers,” 1862 ;" Thccla,” a poem 
in nine cantos, 1858; and a certain 
number of collections of metrical 
tales and novels ( ff Gosammelto 
Novellen iu Vorsen/'’ 1863). Be¬ 
sides those, lie has published 
various works on philology and 
msthetics. His later productions 
are rt Troubadour-Novollen,” 1882 j 


"Don Juan's End,” a tragedy 
1883; "Buch dor Frcund&ohaft/- 
L883 ; " Sioclientro&t,” 1883. 

HEYW00D, James, E.R.8., fittli 
son of the late Mr. Nathaniel Hey 
wood, banker, of Manchester, born 
May 28, 1810, was oducatod at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
ho was a senior optima in 1833, bul 
did not graduate B.A., till 1857, 
when enforced subscription Lo n 
declaration of Church of England 
Membership was abolished by the 
Cambridge University Reform Act 
which he did much to promote. 
He was culled to the bar in 1838, 
but did not practise ; was one oi 
the members for North Lancashire 
from 1817 till 1857, and whilst in 
tho House of Commons took an 
active pa it in discussions oil ucado 
mieal subjects. Iu April, 1R50, ho 
moved for an address to tlio Queen 
for a Royal Commission of Inquiry 
into the English and Irish Univer¬ 
sities, and the prime minister (Lord 
J. Russell) intimated his intention 
of recommending her Majesty tc 
issue a commission of general in¬ 
quiry into tho seats of learning. 
In 1851 ho made a motion againsl 
academical, teste, but was counted 
out. On the order of tho day 
(Juno 24, 1851) for tho oonsidera* 
tion of the Oxford University Bill 
as amendod, Mr. Hey wood moved 
and oarriod, by 252 votes against 
1G1, tho abolition of religious tests 
at matriculation, but was beaten 
the same evening in an attempt tc 
abolish religious tests on taking 
all secular degrees, though even¬ 
tually (Juno 20) he carried a clause 
by 233 against 78, in favour oj 
their abolition for a bachelor^ 
degree in arts, law, medicine, and 
music. A clause in the Cambridge 
University Reform Bill doing away 
with tests on taking degrees ir 
arts, law, modicum, and music, wiu 
carried by 1J8 to 41 (Juno 20 
185G), as woll as a clause oponinp 
college scholarships for under 
graduates. Mr. Hey wood pub 
lishod f * History of Umvorsifcjj 
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Subscription Tests/' in 1853 ; 
translations of "The Early Cam¬ 
bridge Statutes/' in 1855 ; "Aca¬ 
demical Reform and University 
Representation,” and " The State 
of Bibicial Revision/' in 18C0j 
"Cambridge University Transac¬ 
tions during the Puritan Contro¬ 
versies/’ Prof. Huber’s “ English 
Universities/’ Prof, von Bolilen’s 
" Illustrations of the first part of 
Genesis,” and Prof. Hocr’s Pri¬ 
meval World of Switzerland.” 

H1BBERT, The Right Hon. John 
Tomlinson, M.P., eldest son of the 
late Elijah Hibbert, of Oldham, 
by Elizabeth, daughter of the 
late Mr. A. Hilton, was born at 
Oldham in 1821, and educated at 
Shrewsbury school and at St, 
John's College, Cambridge (B.A. 
1817 ; M.A. 1851). He was called 
to the bar at the Middle Temple 
in 1819. Mr. Ilibbert, who is a 
Liberal in politics, unsuccessfully 
contested Cambridge in March, 
1S57, Oldham in 1859, and Black¬ 
burn in Sept. 1875. He succeeded 
in his eandidaturo for Oldham in 
May 18G2, and he continued to re¬ 
present that borough till tlie 
general election of Jan. 1871, when 
ho was an unsuccessful candidate; 
but on the death of Mr. Cobhett 
in 1877 he regained his seat, and 
he was again returned at the 
general election of April, 1880. 
Mr. Hibbert was Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Local Govern¬ 
ment Board from 1872 to Feb. 
1874, and on the formation of tlie 
Gladstone ministry in May, 18S0, he 
w as re-appointed to liis former office, 
which ho held till June, 1883, when 
he was nominated Under-Secretory 
at the Homo Office, in succession 
to the Earl of Rosebery. In 1885 
he was again returned for Oldham, 
and was appointed Secretary to 
the Admiralty in Mr. Gladstone’s 
Government in 1880. At the 
general election of 188G he stood 
as a Gladstonian Liberal and was 
defeated by a large Conservative 
majority. He is a magistrate and 


deputy-lieutenant of the county 
palatine of Lancaster. 

HIGGINSON, Thomas Wentworth, 
was horn at Cambridge, Massachu¬ 
setts, Dec. 22,1823. Ido graduated 
at Harvard College in 1841, studied 
divinity, anti was minister of 
several Unitarian churches until 
1858, when, having entered actively 
into political affairs, notably in the 
anti-slavery conflict in Kansas, ho 
abandoned tlie pulpit. In 1802 he 
became captain in a Massachusetts 
regiment ol‘ volunteers, and after¬ 
wards colonel of a coloured regi¬ 
ment in South Carolina. Pie was 
severely wounded in Aug. 1803, and 
left the service in the following 
year. Prom the close of the war 
to 1878, he resided at Newport, 
Rhode Island, but since 1878 has 
lived at Cambridge, Mnssn- 
chussetts. He is an earnest advo¬ 
cate of woman suffrage, and in 
1880 and in 3881 was a member of 
the Massachusetts Legislature. 
Prom 1880 to 1885 he was a mem¬ 
ber of the State Board of Educa¬ 
tion. He has published " Out¬ 
door Papers ** (18U3) ; " Mulbono, 
an Oldport Romance” (18G9), and 
"Ohlport Days” (1874*), both de¬ 
picting life at Lho watering-place 
of Newport; " Army Life in a 
Black Reigment,” which was 
translated into French (3870); 
" Harvard Memorial Biograplrios 
(18GG); "AtlanticEssays” (1871); 
r< Brief Biographies of European 
Statesmen ” (1875); a " Young 
Polks’ History of tho United 
States” (1875)j “"Young Polks* 
Book of American Explorers ” 
(1877); "Short Studies of Ameri¬ 
can Authors ” (1879); ,r Common 
Sense about ’Women" (1881); 
" Margaret Puller Ossoli” (1884); 
and "A Larger History of tho 
United States ” (1885). In addi¬ 
tion to these ho is a frequent con¬ 
tributor to the magazines and 
papers, particularly to the Atlantic 
Monthly , Nation, and Harper's 
Bazaar. 

HlhDYARD, The Rev. James, 
mm2 
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B.D., eighth son of tho late Rov. 
William Jlildyard, born in 1809, 
was oducafcod at Shrewsbury School 
under Dr. Butler, and at Christ's 
College, Cambridge, where he gra¬ 
duated B.A., in ISrtfS as Second 
Classic and Chancellor's Medallist, 
having previously gained sis gold 
medals for Greek and Latin odes 
and epigrams, two prizes for Latin 
essays, nud the Hattie's University 
Scholarship. Ho became Fellow 
and Tutor of his College, and was 
one of the preachers at Whitehall 
in 1843-4. On tho death of Dr. 
Arnold he was an unsuccessful 
candidate for tho Head Mastership 
of Rugby School, and was appointed 
rector of 1 ?i go Ids by, Lincolnshire, 
ill 1810. He has pul dished some of 
the plays of Plautus, with Latin 
notes and a glossary, several Ser¬ 
mons, and “ Ingoldsby Let tors on 
Liturgical Revision,” 4th edition, 
1879-80, in which tho arguments 
oi tho Eihscopal Bench agaiust a 
revision of tho Book of Common 
Prayer are freely discussed, lie 
is also tho writer of several other 
treatises on subjects of tho day, 
and monthly contributor of “ In¬ 
flections after tho Mnnnor of 
Boyle," to the Parish Magazine, 
HILES, Henry, Mus. Doc,, born 
fit Shrewsbury Deo. 31, 1823, was 
educated privately in his native 
town. Dr, Hilcs lias held several 
organ appointments in Condon and 
Handiest or, and was appointed 
Lecturer on Harmony and Musical 
composition at the Owens College, 
Manchester, in 1880,which appoint¬ 
ment, together with a like ofliec in 
the Victoria University, ho still 
holds. He is tho conductor of 
Boveral important musical societies 
in and near Manchester, Ho 
graduated Mus. B. at Oxford in 
1882 and Mus. Doc. in 1807. Dr. 
Hiles gained the prizes for tho best 
organ composition offered by tho 
College of Organists in 1864, 1865, 
and 1868$ also the prize for tho 
best anthem, in 1865; and was, by 
the Council, specially elected as a 


Fellow of the College. In 1868 Dr. 
Hiles's Anthom for six voices was 
returned as “ incomparably & uperior 
to all the other works submitted." 
In 1878 the prize offered by the 
Manchester Gentleman's Glee Club 
for the best serious glee was a- 
waL’ded to Dr. lliios for his four- 
voiced glee “Hushed in Death;" 
which, with two others of his works, 
was returned at the head of all the 
compositions sent in. Dr. Hiles 
is well known us tho author of 
several standard theoretical works 
—especially “ The Grammar of 
Music; a Treatise on Harmony, 
: ’"-mi!” «Part- 
^ mnturpoiut," 

■ . , ■ on all styles 

of pattern writing, invertible or 
otherwise ; and as tho com poser of 
a largo quantity of church music j 
also as the author of an Oratorio 
“ The Patriarchs,*’ several cantatas 
(such ns “ Fay re Pastorel," “The 
Crusaders" <5ec.), of “War in the 
Household,” and other operatic 
works, and of many songs and 
organ pieces of classical form. In 
1882 Dr. Hiles took a lending part 
in the establishment of “The 
National Nucleiy of Professional 
Musicians,” an association of 
musical artists and teachers, which 
rapidly developed throughout tho 
kingdom its organization of enimest 
followers of tho art. 

HILL, Frank Harrison, horn at 
Boston, in Lincolnshire, Fob. 6, 
J88U, was educated at Manchester 
New College, graduated B.A. in 
the London University in 1851, and 
was afterwards called to the bar 
by the Society oi' Lincoln's Jim, 
In 3800 ho notod ns one of the 
secretaries of tho Trades Union 
Committee of tho Social Science 
Association, to the inhited volumes 
of whose reports he furnished, 
among other contributions, a paper 
on Trade Combinations in Sheffield. 
In the sniuo year ho wont to Ireland 
os editor of the Northern Whig. 
This post ho hold until the begin¬ 
ning of the yeocr I860, when hp 
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became one of the assistant-editors 
and political writers of the Daily 
News, of which journal ho was, from 
1S70 to 18bG, editor-in-chief. Be¬ 
sides a volume entitled " Political 
Portraits" 1873, consisting of 
sketches of living English states¬ 
men, which appeared originally in 
the Daily News, a series of papers 
in tlio Fortnighty Severn, entitled 
“ The Political Adventures of 
Lord Eeaoonsfield," and an essay- 
on Ireland, published in the vohirne 
of “ Questions for a Reformed Par¬ 
liament," I8G7, Mr. Hill is the 
author of a great number of articles 
on literary, philosophical, and poli¬ 
tical subjects, in the National , Fort¬ 
nightly , and Saturday Reviews, and 
other periodicals. 

HILL, The Right Rev. Rowley, 
D.D., Bishop of Sodor and Man, is 
the third son of the late Sir George 
Hill, Bart., of St. Colomba, co. 
Derry, by Elizabeth Sophia, eldest 
daughter of Mr. John Rea, of St. 
Colomba; and brother of the late 
Sir John Hill, the fourth baronet. 
He was born Eeb. 183G, and edu¬ 
cated at Trinity Colleye, Cam¬ 
bridge (B.A., 1853 j M.A., i803; 
D.D., honoris causA, 1877). He was 
ordained deacon in 18G0, and priest 
in the following year, by the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury. Having 
held the curacies of Christ Church, 
Dover (1860-01), and of St. Mary’s, 
Marylobone (18G1-G3), lie was ap¬ 
pointed in 1803 vicar of St. Luke^B 
Church, EdgwaTO Road j rector of 
Erant, Sussex, from 1868 to 1871; 
and vicar of St. Michael, Chester 
Square, from 1871 to 1873. In the 
letter year he was appointed to the 
important vicarage of Sheffield, and 
he was made Rural Dean of Shef¬ 
field in the following year. Ho 
was also a Canon of York Cathedral 
(1870), and Chaplain to tho Mar¬ 
quis of Abergavenny. In 1877 ho 
was presented by the Crown, on the 
recommendation of the Earl of 
Beacons field, to the See of Sodor 
and Man, in succession to the late 
Bishop Powys $ and he was conse¬ 


crated on Aug. 24 in York Minster. 
In roligious opinions Bishop Hill 
is a ‘moderate Evangelical. Hu is 
tlio antlior of " Sunday Lessons " 
on •• The Collects/'" The Gospels," 
"The Church Catechism," and 
"The Titles of our Lord," "Tho 
Clmroh at Home," and of various 
sermons and tracts. Tho Bishop¬ 
ric of Sodor and Man is incor¬ 
porated by Act of Henry Till, in 
the Province of York, and tho 
Bishop takes precedence according 
to tho date of liis consecration. 
But as his Lordship is a member 
of tho Manx Legislature, he has 
the privileges of the House of 
Lords without the power of legisla¬ 
tion. Sodor is an abbreviation of 
Sodorensea, the Southern Hebrides, 
the old title of the See having been 
" Man nise ot insttlariimEpiscopus." 

HILLS, The Right Rev. George, 
D.D., Bishop) of Columbia, eldest 
son of tho late Rear-Admiral 
George Hills, was born atEyethom, 
Kent, in 181G. He was ordained 
deacon in 1827, and priest in 1829. 
His academical education ho re¬ 
ceived in tho University of Dur¬ 
ham, where he graduated B.A. in 
1835, M.A. in 1838, and D.J). in 
1858. He was appointed lecturer 
of Leeds parish church in 1841 j in¬ 
cumbent of St. Mary’s, Loods, in 
1816 j vicar of Great Yarmouth in 
1818 j and honorary canon of Nor¬ 
wich Cathedral in 1850. He was 
also elected proctor for Norwioli in 
Convocation, and was chaplain to 
the union and gaol of Great Yar¬ 
mouth until he was consecrated tho 
first Bishop of British Columbia 
in 1859. He married in 1865 
Mary Philadelphia Louisa, eldest 
daughter of tho late Admiral Sir 
Richard King, Bart., K.C.B. 

HIND, John Rub sell, Ji\R.S., 
astronomer, is the son of a lace- 
manufacturor, who was one of the 
first introducers of tho Jacquard 
loom in Nottingham, He was 
born there May 12,1823, Prom the 
age of six his mind was intent on 
the study of astronomy. In 1839-10 
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he contributed a number of astro¬ 
nomical notes to the Nottingham 
Journal and Deardm's Miscellany, 
As an assistant to a civil engineer, 
he was sent, in 1810, to London, but 
he sought an appointment more in 
accordance with his las tes, By the 
proposition of Professor Wheat¬ 
stone to Mr, Airy, the Astroinnncr- 
lJoyal, he received a post as assist¬ 
ant to the Mngnctical and Meteoro¬ 
logical Department of the Royal 
Observatory. For a period of three 
months, in 1813, Mr. Hind was en¬ 
gaged in the Government expedi¬ 
tion sent to ascertain chronologi¬ 
cally the longitude of Valeutia, in 
Ireland. Ho received the appoint¬ 
ment of observer in the privato 
observatory of Mr. G. Bishop, of 
Regent's Pork, in Juno, 181L. [u 
this year ho was admitted a Fellow 
of the Astronomical Society. He 
published his first work—" Solar 
System :in 1810. In 1817 ho 
accented the Foreign Secretaryship 
of the Royal Astronomical Society. 
During the following year he was 
elected a corresponding member of 
the Sooioto Philomaticpic of Paris. 
For his discovery of a planet in 
February, 1817, he received a gold 
medal from the King of Denmark. 
Hepublished his " Expected Return 
of the Great Comet of 1254 and 
1550/’ in 1818. On September 13, 
1850, he discovered "Victoria.” In 
May of the same year he was 
chosen a corresponding member of 
the National Institute of Franco, 
to succeed tho late professor Schu¬ 
macher. " Irene” ho discovered 
May 30, 1851; "Melpomene/* 
Juno 21,1852 ; f Fortuna/* August 
22, 1852 j "Calliope/* November 
16, 1852 ; and " Thalia/* December 
15, 1852. Ilia "Astronomical 

Vocabulary” appeared in 3852. 
During the same year ho was 
awarded tho gold medal of tho 
Royal Astronomical Society j was 
granted a pension of <£200 per 
annum j published his "Replies to 
Questions on the Comot of 1560,” 
and received for the third time tho 


Dal an do Modal, from tho Academy 
of Sciences, Paris, and a pmo of 
about 300 francs, for tho discovery 
of four new pianola in tlio short 
period of a year. Llis “ Illustrated 
London Astronomy*’ appeared in 
1853. In the same year lie dis¬ 
covered on the 8th November, 
"Euterpo;** and "Urania” ou

HITCHCOCK, Roswall Dwight, 
D.D„ LL.D., born at Mach ins, 
Maine, Aug. 15, 1817, gradu¬ 

ated at Amherst College in 1836. 
After graduation ho was principal 
of an academy at J a ll'rcy, Now 
Hampshire, 1836-7 ; ho entered 
Andover Theological Seminary in 
1838; was a tutor at Amherst 
1830-12; taught in bcveral souii- 
narios, and in 1H!5 became past or 
of a Congregational church at 
Exeter, New Hampshire, In 1852, 
having passed a year in study at 
Halle and Berlin, lie resigned his 
])aatoralo, and became Professor of 
Natural and Revealed lb dig ion in 
Bowdoin College. In 1855 lie was 
appointed Professor of Church 
History in Union 'rheological 
Seminary, New York, a position 
which he still holds. In 1H66 ho 
travelled in Italy and Greece; in 
1860 in Egypt and Palestine; and 
in 1871 was chosen President of 
tho American Palestine Explora¬ 
tion Society. On Uio death of Dr. 
Adams in 1880 he succeeded him 
as President of the Union Theo¬ 
logical Seminary, still vet nil ling his 
professorship, Tho degreo of D. I), 
was conforrod upon him by tho 
University of Edinburgh in 1881, 
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In 3885 lie travelled in Spain and 
Norway. From 3863 to 1870 lie 
was oug of tlio editors of the 
Americtw. Theological Review, to 
which ho furnished many impure, 
mostly upon ecclesiastical history. 
Besides discourses and sermons, ho 
lias published : u Life of Edward 
Robinson, D.D.” (1803); “A Com¬ 
plete Analysis of tlio Bible” (1809) ; 
in connect ion with Dr. Schaif, 
r * Hymns and Songs of Praise ” 
(1874*) ; "Hymns and Songs for 
Social and Sabbath Worship ” 
(1875); and "Socialism” (1878)} 
and wns the editor in chief of 
"Carmina Sanctorum” (1885), 
Ho is a member of the New York 
Historical Society and of the 
American Geographical Sooioty, 
and has been a trustee of Amherst 
since I860. 

HOAR, Ebenezer Rookwood, 
LL.D., born at Concord, Massachu¬ 
setts, Feb. 24, 1310, graduated at 
Harvard, 1835. lie was admitted 
to the bar in 1840, and practised in 
Middlesex and the neighbouring 
counties. He was appointed a 
Judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas in 3849, but resigned in 1855, 
and returned to the practice of his 
profession, in Boston. In 1859 lie 
was appointed a justice of the 
Supremo Court of Massachusetts, 
and held that office for ten years, 
when ho resigned to become IT.S. 
Attornoy-G eneral. In 1870 he was 
nominated by the President as ona 
of the Justices of the Supremo 
Court of tlio United States, but 
his nomination was not confirmed, 
He was a member of the High 
Commission which negotiated the 
Treaty of W ashington in 1871. In 
1872 ho was elected a Representa¬ 
tive in Congress, and in 1874 was 
an unsuccessful candidate for the 
Unitod States Senate. 

HOAR, George Frisbie, brother 
of Ur. Ebenezer Rockwood Hoar, 
was born at Concord, Massachusetts, 
Aug. 20, 1826. A.B. (Harvard), 
1816. Ho was admitted to the bar 
in 1819, and began practice at 


Worcester, whore ho still resides. 
He was ft member of tlio Stato 
House of Representatives in 1852, 
and of the Stato Senate in 3857. 
In 1868 ho was elected a Member 
of Congress, and was re-elected 
three times, declining the nomina¬ 
tion for a fifth time. Prom 1871 
to 3880 he was an Overseer of 
Harvard j was a delegate to the 
Republican National Conventions 
of 1870, 1880 and 1881, presiding 
over that of 1880. lie was eleetoci 
a U.S. Senator from Massachusetts 
in 1877, and ro-elected in 1883, his 
term expiring in 1889, 

HOBHOtTSE, Baron, The Right Ron. 
Sir Arthur, K.C.S.L, fourth son of 
the late Right Hon. Henry Hob- 
house, of Hadspen Houso, Somer¬ 
setshire, by Harriet, sixth daughter 
of John Turton, Esq., of Sugnall 
Hall, Staffordshire, was born at 
Hadspen, Nov. 10, 1819. Ho was 
educated at Eton and at Balliol 
I College, Oxford, where he gained a 
first-class in classics in 1841. In 
1845 he became a member of the 
Chancery bar, and practised as 
a conveyancer and oquity drafts¬ 
man, and as a Quoen’s Counsel in 
the Rolls Court. He was appointed 
one of her Majesty’s Counsel in 
1865 j but in the following year he 
quitted the bar in consequence of 
ill-health, and was appointed a 
Charity Commissioner, and in 1869 
an Endowed .Schools Commissioner, 
In 1872 ho was nominated haw 
Member of the Governor-G eneral’s 
Council in India, and on his re¬ 
tirement in 1877 was created a 
Knight Commander of the Older 
of the Star of India. In 1878 he 
was appointed arbitrator under the 
Epping Forest Act, and in 1881 he 
was made a Privy Councillor and a 
member of the Judicial Committee. 
In 1885 he was created Boron Hob- 
house, of Hiidspen, in the county 
of Somerset. Lord Hobhouse has 
taken a keen interest in many social 
topics, especially in those con¬ 
nected with women’s proporty- 
with endowments, and with sottle 
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wonts and transfer of land, He 
lias delivered many addresses on 
these subjects, some of wliiuli were 
collected and printod under the 
title of “ The Head Hand” (1880). 
Ho stood for 'Westminster in the 
Liberal interest at the general 
election of 1880, but was unsuc¬ 
cessful. 

HODGSON, John Evan, E.A., was 
born in London, March X, 1831, 
and spent some of his early years in 
Eussia, where his father established 
himself os a merchant in 1835. 
After receiving -his education at 
Eugby School ho entered his 
father’s counting-house, but in 
1853 he came hack to England, 
abandoned commercial pursuits, 
and became a student in the Eoyal 
Academy. His first piciuro was 
exhibited in 185G, since which time 
he has boon a regular exhibitor. 
Ho begun with domestic and con¬ 
temporaneous subjects, but pointed 
historical pictures from 1801 till 
18GO, whon his visit to Northern 
Africa set him upon subjects of 
Moorish lifo, to which he has sinco 
chiefly confined himself. Ho was 
elected a Eoyal Academician, Dec, 
18, 1879.

HOEY, Mrs. Eranoos Sarah, wife 
of John Cashel Hooy, Esq., C.M.G., 
daughter of the late Charles Holton 
Johnston, Esq., was born at Hushy 
Park, Efttlifarnhain, co, Dublin, 
Feb. J5, 1830. She married, in 
1840, the late Adam Murray 
Stewart, Esq., of Oromloich, lo. 
Dublin, and secondly, in 1H5H, lier 
XU'oscnt husband, Mrs. Cashel 
Iloey has written for several lite¬ 
rary journals since 18(50, and is the

HOGG, Lieutenant-Colonel Sir 
Janies Macnaghten McGarel, Bart., 
was bom at Calcutta in 1823. He 
is the eldest son of the late Right 
Hon. Sir James Weir Hogg., for¬ 
merly Member of Council for India, 
who for many years represented 
Beverley and Honiton in Parlia¬ 
ment. The present baronet was 
educated at Eton, and at Christ 
Church, Oxford. He joined the 
1 st Life Guards in 1843, and be¬ 
came Maj or and Lieutenant-Colonel 
in 1855. He left tho army in 1859, 
having two years previously mar¬ 
ried the eldest daughter of the first 
LordPenrhyn. In politics Sir James 
Hogg is a Conservative. He repre¬ 
sented Bath from 18G3 to 18(18 5 
and sat for Truro from 1871 to the 
dissolution of 1885. At the general 
election in the autumn of 1885, he 
was roturned by a largo majority 
member for the Hornsey Divi¬ 
sion of Middlesex, and was re¬ 
turned unopposed in 188G, On tho 
assembling of Parliament in Hov., 
1HG7, Sir James (then Colonel) 
Hogg was selected to second the 
address. On the death of Sir John 
Thwaites in tho autumn of 1870, 
Sir James Hogg, who had been a 
member of the Metropolitan Board 
of Works since 1867, was selected 
by his colleagues for the onerous 
office of chairman of that body, a 
position to which ho has since been 
annually re-elected. Sir James had 
previously been connected for many 
years with local administration, 
having been a member of the St. 
Margaret and St. John Vestry, the 
Westminster District Board of 
Works, and subsequently of the 
Guardian Board and Vestry of St* 


George, Hanover Square, which 
latter body he represented at the 
Metropolitan Board. On the com¬ 
pletion and opening of the Chelsea 
Embankment in May, 1874, Sir 
James Hogg was created a K.O.B., 
and he succeeded to the baronetcy 
on tho death of his father. May 27, 
187G. Six* James assumed bhe pre¬ 
fix of McGarel to his surname by 
royal licence in 1877 , on suc¬ 
ceeding to the Antrim estates of 
the late Charles McG-arel, Es p, of 
Magheramome. 

HOHENLOHE- SCHILLINGS- 
FtTRST, Olodwig Carl Viotor, Prince 
of, born at Rothenburg, March 31, 
1819, is the second son of Francis 
Joseph, Prince of Hohenlohe- 
Sohillmgsfurst (of the line of 
Waldcnburg). On the death of 
his father in < 1841, Clodwig had 
just begun his judicial and his¬ 
torical studies in the University of 
Gottingen, A year latex*, after 
haying passed his examination 
with distinction, he took a subor¬ 
dinate position in the public ser¬ 
vice as Auscultator in the OJfico of 
Justice at Ehrenbreitstein. He 
next became Referendary of the 
Government at Potsdam. While 
working thus diligently at his post 
in Prussia, the Landgrave of Hes¬ 
sen - Rheinfels - Rothonbxifg die d, 
and the princely family of Hohen- 
loho succeeded to a rich inherit¬ 
ance, including tho lordships of 
Ratibor and Corvey. The event, 
however, did not alter Clodwig’s 
position. His elder brother took 
the domains of Ratibor and Cor¬ 
vey, to which the King of Prussia, 
William IV., added the title of 
Duke. In 1815, on the death of 
his brother, Philip Ernest, Clod- 
wig succeeded, with the consent of 
his elder brother, to the old family 
seat of Schillingafurst, and* for¬ 
saking the Prussian service, took 
up his permanent residence in 
Bavaria. Thus at twenty-seven 
years of ago he became an here¬ 
ditary member of the Bavarian 
parliament. The ministry, moan- 
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while, in Fmukfoit, sent him as 
ambassador to Athens, .Florence, 
and Bonn 1 . In 181*0 lie returned to 
Frankfort. Having married Lhc 
Princess of Ha yn-Witgenstoi n, by 
whom ho has a numerous family, 
lio rotirod for some ten years into 
■private life, laying frequent visits 
to England, Franeo, and Italy. In 
1SGO thy prince again entered on 
parliamentary life, and favouvod 
throughout an alliance with Prus¬ 
sia. Towards the end of J8GG the 
youthful king requested Holienlohe 
to proparo and lay bed ore him a 
programme of the principles which 
wore to servo eventually as a minls- 
teMal policy. Prince Ilohenloho 
fulfrllod liis commission to tlio satis¬ 
faction of the king, and on Jan. 1, 
18G7, succeeded Ptordten as Bava¬ 
rian minister. Tko whole of Ger¬ 
many at lost adopted the Unhen- 
lolie programme. Jn 1 8(i8 and 18U9, 
Prince .Hohonlohe was elected Vice- 
president of the Cubtoms Parlia- 
lnent of the German Federation. 
In his capacity as Foreign Minister 
of Bavaria, he issued his famous 
circular of April i), 18Gb, directing 
the attention of the European cabi¬ 
nets to the serious consequences 
likely to arise from the decrees of 
the (Ecumenical Council of the 
Vatican. Hoping to got tlio Pope 
to withdraw his political opposition, 
and viewing more religious innova¬ 
tions with oxtrenio indiifereuco, the 
Prussian Government slighted the 
warnings of tlio Bavarian minister, 
and refused to take action against 
the contemplated decrees, lu con¬ 
sequence of this desertion by the 
principal exponent of tlio Unity 
party, Princo Ilohenloho could not 
hold out against the attacks of the 
combined Parfciculariats, Catholics, 
and Austriacanti in the Bavarian 
Parliament, and bad to resign 
(March 7* WO). Ho now resumed 
Ins scat in tlio Munich House of 
Peers, and in a fow months, on 
Franco threatening wav, made him- 
solf conspicuous by insisting upon 
the participation of Bavaria in the 


great nationnl feud. Upon the suc¬ 
cessful termination of the war in 
1S71, he was (‘looted member of tlio 
first German Parliament, and, in 
recognition of his patriotic deserts, 
immediately became Viee-Presi- 
dent thereof. In May, 1871, after 
the deplorable exit of Count Hurry 
Arniin, Prince Ilohenloho was 
chosen Gorman Ambassador at 
Paris. Ho was one of the German 
plenipotentiaries at tlio Congress 
of Berlin in 187H. In August of 
that year ho was re-elected to tlio 
Fcichstag, on the second ballot, at 
Eorohlieini, Kulmbach, Bavaria, 
polling 0,800 votoB, while liis Catho¬ 
lic comi>obitor had 8,G00. After 
the death of Marshal Mautcuffel, 
Prince Uohonlohe was appointed 
Governor of Alsace-Lorraine, a 
position lio still holds. 

H0HENZ0LLEEN, H.E.H, Leo¬ 
pold, Hereditary Prinoo of, the 
eldest feon of Prince Charles An¬ 
thony of IIolioiiKoUcrn-Hignuivin- 
gen, was born Hepfc. 22, 1836, and 
studied in file univorailioH of Bonn 
and Berlin. Uis Itoyal Highness 
is well known in connection with 
his Candidature for the throne of 
Spain, which ultimately gave occa¬ 
sion to the Franco-Germun war.

Canon Scott Holland was select 
preacher at Oxford in 1882, proctor 
in 1882—83, and Censor of Christ 
Church in 1883. In 1882 he was 
appointed Canon of Truro and 
Examining Chaplain to the Bishop, 
pad in 1884 was made Canon of 


St. Paid’s. He lias published a 
volume of sermons, st Logic and 
Life/’ 1882; “Good Friday at SI. 
Paul’s ,” and some smaller works. 

HOLLAND, Tlie Right Honourable 
Sir Henry Thurstan, Bart., M.P., 
G O.M.G., eldest son of Sir Henry 
; Holland, tho famous physician, 
and President of tho Royal Insti¬ 
tution of Great Britain, was horn 
on the 3rd of August, 182.*), and 
oduoafcod at Harrow and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, talcing his 
university degree in 1817. After 
tho usual preliminaries ho was 
called to tho Bar in 3819 by tho 
Honourable Soeiety of tho Inner 
Temple, and joined tho Northern 
Circuit. Undertakings of a diill- 
cult and delicate nature soon 
devolved upon him, and ho was 
frequently employed by tho Trea¬ 
sury, in conjunction with Sir W. 
Stephenson, tho late Mr. George 
Hamilton, then Secretary to the 
Treasury, and the late Mr. George 
Arbutlmot, also attached 1o the 
same olRoe, to revise and reorganise 
the establishment of various public 
offices, among tho nuni her being Hie 
lOcclebiustien] Commission, Hie 
Poor Law Board, and tho Woods 
and Forests Commission, hi 1851, 
although only twenty-six years ol* 
ago, he waH appuLilted by the tin n 
Lord Chancellor to the onerous 
duty oi drawing up tho Hi 11 which, 
in 1852, became law under the title 
of the Common Law Procedure 
Act, 3852. This task he carried 
out under tho direction of the late 
Mr. Jubtico WiJloB, one of tho 
Royal CommiHsionevH. Tho Com¬ 
mon Law Procedure Act of 1864, 
which followed tho measure just 
mentioned, was tho next work upon 
which Sir Henry Holland was 
engaged as draughtsman. Ho was 
next employed by Lord Chief 
Boron Sir FiUroy Kelly in drafting 
two of tho criminal measures which 
became law in 21th and 25tli Viet. 
The County Court Judgeship of 
Northumberland was oilcrod him 
by Lord Campbell whon Lord

Chancellor, but tlio appointment 
was refused. Sir Henry continued 
to praotiso at the liar until the 
beginning of tba year 18157, when 
Lord Carnarvon selected him to 
fill the office of legal advisor to the 
Colonial Office, In 1870 ho was 
promoted to an assistant uncler- 
socrotaryship, and remained in that 
office until August, 1871, when ho 
resigned in order to stand for the 
borough of Mulhurst 3 he was elect¬ 
ed without a contest, and took his 
seat in the House of Commons in the 
following session, JLn 1885, after the 
borough of Midhursfc was disfran¬ 
chised Sir H. T. Holland stood for 
the new Borough of Hampstead, and 
beat liis opponent, the Marquis of 
Lome by a large majority. In Juno, 
1885, when Lord Salisbury took 
office. Sir H, T. Holland accepted 
tiic post of Financial Secretary to 
the Treasury, and held that post 
till the September following, when 
he was appointed Vice-President 
of the Committee of Council on 
Education, and became a Privy 
Councillor. Ho was again returned 
for Hampstead in 1880, and again 
appointed Vice-President of the 
Council on Education, Sir Henry 
Holland is at the present time a 
Deputy-Lieutenant of Middlesex, 
and a magistrate for the adjoining 
county of Surrey. He married in 
1852, Elizabeth Margaret, daughter 
of Mr. N. Hibbcrt of Watford, and 
in 1858, Margaret Jean, daughter 
of the late Sir Charles Trevelyan. 

HOLLAND, Thomas Erskine, son 
of the Eev, T, A. Holland, rector 
of Poynings, Sussex (author of 
“Dryburgh Abbey” and other 
pooms), was born at Brighton, 17 
July, 1835. After entering Oxford 
as a member of Balliol College, ho 
obtained a Demysliip at Magdalen, 
a First Class in the Final Classical 
School, a Fellowship at Exeter 
College, and a Chancellor's rrizo. 
He was called to the Bar in 1863, 
and practised in the Home Circuit, 
In ISH he was elected Vinerian 
Header of English Law at Oxford, 


but resigned that office on being 
elected a few months later, Chiclielo 
Professor of International Law. 
Has been frequently law examiner 
at Oxford, as also (1870-75) in the 
University of London, and (1878- 
80) to the Inns of Court. He is a 
member of the Iustitut do Droit 
Interuutiori.il, a knight of the 
Order of the Crown of Italy, D.O.L. 
of Oxford, Fellow of All Souls 
College, Assessor of tlio Chancellor’s 
Court, Hon. Prof, in the University 
of Perugia, and Hon. LL.D. of the 
University of Glasgow. Among his 
published works are rf An Essay on 
Composition Deeds,” 1801 j “Essays 
on live Form of tho Law,” 1870 j 
“ The Institutes of Justinian ns a 
recension of tho Institutes of 
Gaius,” 1873, 2 nd edit. 18815 
u Seloct Titles from tho Digest ” 
(with Mr. C. C, Shadwell), 1S71-81 j 
ff Alberici Gentilis do Jure Belli,” 
1S81 j “The European Concert in 
tho Eastern Question,” 1885 ; hut 
is probably best known by liis 
“ Elements of Jurisprudence,” 
which, fiist published m 1880, is 
already in it& third edition, and 
lias become a text book in most 
English and American Universities 
and law schools. 

HOLLINGSHEAD, John, son of 
Mr, Henry B. Hollingsliead, of the 
Irish Chamber, whose family have 
long been connected with business 
in London; born in London, Sept. 
9, 1827, was educated at Homerfcon, 
and entered business early j but 
preferring journalism, became con¬ 
nected with soveral leading daily 
and weekly newspapers, as well as 
magazines. He joined the staff of 
Household Words in 1857, was a 
constant contributor to that pe¬ 
riodical and to All the Tear Hound , 
tho Oornhill Magazine, Good Words, 
and Once a Week. From 1859 to 
18G1 he published several volumes 
of essays and stories, chiefly on life 
in London, He lias written one or 
two original dramatic pieces, and 
was for ten years the dramatic 
critic of the Daily News, London 
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Review, &c., and is a member of the 
Dramatic Authors* Society. Mr. 
HoUiiigsliead lias always been a 
levoted froe-trader. When the 
imitation for tlio repeal of the paper 
lutios was in existence, ho helped 
t in every possihlo way; and when 
i crusade was made against the 
Music-halls by theatrical managers, 
o stop the infringement of the 
jo-called dramatic privileges, he 
lid all ho could to promote free 
rado in theatres and dramatic 
•eprosentntiou, The result of this 
imitation was to draw tho at- 
ention of capitalists to the 
lofideiit first - class theatrical 
iccominodation in London, and 
•ightoon new metropolitan theatres 
lave since boon built. Ouo of these 
—tho Gaiety Thoulre.inllio Strand 
—Mr. Tiallingshoud h.nl 1 ho eouruge 
o take and open himself in De- 
■ombor, 1808, and ho has only 
atoly ceased to ho its lessee and 
uimager. lie has had throe mu- 
ropolitau theatres under liis diroc- 
ion at one time, with tho luosL 
powerful combination of actorR in 
jondon. He lias also boon the 
liroctor of the principal theatre in 
Manchester. In 1870 he induood 
ho whole Comiklia Fmm;ahe to 
dsit London and play for six weeks 
it tho Gaiety. A collection ol* his 
vritiugs was published under tins 
iitle of "Miscellanies : Stories and 
Assays/* 8 vols., 1874; two other 
miiill collections in 1882 nnd 1888, 
jailed respectively “ Plain English” 
laid “ Footlights ;" and in 1877 ho 
nado a successful adaptation of 
MM. Meilhao nnd Ilnlcvy’B " La 
3ignlc/* under the title of “The 
iraHahopper.** 

HOUffES, Oliver Wendell, M.D., 
vas born at Cambridge, MaBsaehu- 
etts, Aug. 20,3800. Ho graduated 
it Harvard Colloge in 1820, and bo- 
» , au the study of law, which he abau- 
loned for that of medicine. 11 av- 
ng attended the hospitals of Paris 
uxd other European cities, ho 
iegan practice in Poston in 183G j 
n 1838 was olectod Professor of 


Anatomy and Physiology in Dart¬ 
mouth College ; and in 1817 was 
appointed to a similar professorship 
in tho Massachusetts Medical 
fcjchool, from which ho retired in 
1882. As early as JH3G his contri¬ 
butions in verse appeared in various 
periodicals, and his imputation as a 
poet was established by tho de¬ 
livery of a metrical essay, entitled 
“ Poetry/* which was followed by 
othovR in rapid succession. As a 
writer of songs, lyrics, and poems 
for fehtivo occasions, ho occupies 
the first place. He was for many 
years n popular loot nr or. In 
1837 he began, in the Atlantic 
Monthly, a series of articles under 
tho title of " The Autocrat of the 
Breakfast 'Cable/* which were fol¬ 
lowed, in 1HG0, by "Tho Professor 
at tho Breakfast Table/* iu JH72 by 
" The Poet at tho Breakfast 'Cable/* 
and in 1885 by “The New Port¬ 
folio/' In addition ho has pub¬ 
lished " A strum ** (L830) ; " Cur- 
r<*uts mid Countor-(huTeuts in 
HedioaL Science’* (1801) 5 "Elsie 
Venn or, a Bomance of Destiny” 
(1801) ; “ Borderlands in some Pro¬ 
vinces of Medical Science” ( 1 SU 2 ) ; 
"Songs in Many Keys*’ (1801) j 
"Soundings from tho Atlantic” 
(1 804) j" Humorous Poems ” (18113); 
“ Tho Guardian Angel” (18(18); "Me¬ 
chanism in Thought and Morals ” 
( 1870 ) ; " Hongs of Many Seasons ** 
(187!■);"John L.Motley,aMumoir** 
(1878) ; " 'Hie Iron Gate and oilier 
Poems** (1880) ; “ Medical Essays** 
(1883); "Pages from an Old 
Volume of Life** (1883); " Ralph 
Waldo Emerson** (1884); "A 
Moral Antipathy** (1885); aud nu¬ 
merous poimis recited at various 
reunions and dinners. In 1880 he 
visited England, where he was 
received with great cordiality. 
Editions of liis collected poems 
have appeared from time to time, 
tho first in 183(1, llie last in LK 8 l» 
He is distinguished for liis re¬ 
searches in microscopy and auscul¬ 
tation, and has contributed largely 
to current medical literature, a$ 
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tv oil as to tlio literary journals and 
reviews. 

HOLYOAKE, George Jaool>, born 
at Birmingham, April 13,1817, was 
educated at the Mechanics 1 Insti¬ 
tution in that town. Ho was ap¬ 
pointed Superintendent of Assist¬ 
ants of the first Exhibition of Arts 
and Manufactures held at Birming¬ 
ham in 1839; Teacher of Mathe¬ 
matics to the Mechanics' Institu¬ 
tion there j and one of the Lec¬ 
turers to explain the Social System 
of Robert Owen (1841). In 1810 
he was awarded the five prizes 
offered by the Independent Order 
of Odd Fellows for five new Degreo 
Lectures upon Knowledge, Chai’ity, 
Justice, Seionce, and Progress. He 
was Acting Secretary of the British 
Legion sent out to Garibaldi; and 
Secretary of the Hyde Park Demon¬ 
stration Committee against Lord 
Palmerston's Conspiracy Bill. Mr. 
Holyoake is the founder of " Secu¬ 
larism," a system which, according 
to liim, " bases duty on considera¬ 
tions purely human, relies on 
material moans of improvement, 
justifying its beliefs to the con¬ 
science, irrespective of Atheism, 
Theism, or Revelation.” He is the 
author of numerous works on work¬ 
ing-class education, theological 
criticism, politics and co-operation; 
"Uses of Euclid;” "Reasoning 
from Facts;” "Public Speaking 
and Debate; ” “ Trial of Theism; ” 
"History of Middlesborough-on- 
Toes;” "Letters to Lord John 
Russell on an Intelligence Fran¬ 
chise j ” " The Political Situation ; ” 
a letter to Joseph Cowen, which J. S, 
Mill declared, 1865, to be "the best of 
Mr. Holyoake's political writings.” 
"The History of Co-operation in 
Rochdale,” which caused upwards 
of 250 co-operative societies to bo 
founded in two years, and has been 
translated into the chief European 
and Indian languages; " A History 
of Co-operation in England,” in two 
volumes ; and "A How Defence of 
the Ballot,” which Mr. Bright de¬ 
scribed as the only original argu¬ 


ment for it he had seen. He was 
tlio editor of thirty volumes of the 
Reasoner. Mr. Holyoake was the 
last person imprisoned hi England 
for alleged atheism. The cause 
was an answer given in debate 
after a Lecture upon Homo Colo¬ 
nies. (1841). Mr. Justice Erskine 
admitted that Mr. Holyoake did 
not introduce theology into his 
address, and merely gave an honest 
answer to a public question, but 
sentenced him to six months 1 im¬ 
prisonment to encourage him in 
candour. Mr. Holyoake was also 
the last person against whom an 
indictment was issued by the Court 
of Exchequer for publishing un¬ 
stamped papers in support of Die 
Society for repealing tho Taxes 
upon Knowledge. Mr. Holyoako 
having incurred upwards of 
XOOO.OOO of fines, Mr. Gladstone 
said to a deputation upon the sub¬ 
ject Unit " he recognised that Mr. 
Holyoake's object was not to break 
tho law but to try the law.” The 
Repeal of the Newspaper Stamp 
Act, however, caused the prosecu¬ 
tion to be abandoned. Hewas chiefly 
instrumental in causing the Evi¬ 
dence Amendment Bill to be passed, 
which legalised purely secular 
affirmations. He suggested and 
furnished tho scheme of the 
series of Blue Books issued by 
Lord Clarendon, prepared by the 
Foreign Office on the " Condi¬ 
tion of the Industrial Classes in 
Foreign Countries.” Itwasonhis 
suggestion, made when Lord John 
Manners was Commissioner of 
Works, that tho limelight was 
placed over the clock tower at 
Westminster, to denote at night 
when Parliament was sitting. A 
later work is the "Life of Joseph 
Raynor Stephens, Preacher and 
Political Orator.” In 1882 he a 
second time visited Canada and the 
United States to propose to the 
Governments of both countries to 
issue a Settlers' Guide-book, to 
be prepared and published on 
then* authority, Mr. Gladstone 
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making Mr. Holyoako two grants 
from the Public Service Fund 
in aid of tliis object. Mr. 
Holyoako edited tlio first three 
volumes of the Present Day, a 
journal dismissing" Agitated Ques¬ 
tions without Agitation/* His 
recent works ai’o "Among the 
Americans/* "A Hundred Days 
Abroad in Hew Mexico and 
Canada/* and " Hostile and Gene¬ 
rous Toleration/* Has been nniem- 
bor of ilie Central Co-operative 
B,oard since its first establishment 
in 1800. 

HOOK, James Clarke, R.A., was 
burn in London Nov. 2 J, 1819. His 
father* Mr. James Hook,, was the 
Judge Arbitrator in tlio Mixed 
Conunibsion Courts, Sierra Loono, 
and liis mother was tho second 
daughter of Dr. Adam Clarke, the 
biblical commentator. Tho f utuiM ■ 
artist was entered as a student of 
the Royal Academy in 1830, and 
liib progress irom tho outset was 
marked and encouraging. jTo took 
the first medals in bho life and 
painting schools in 1812. Ho ob¬ 
tained the gold modal for historical 
painting in 18 (5, the subject being 
" The Finding of tho Body of 
Harold/* Up to this time Mr. 
Hook had chiefly confined himself 
to subjects from English history, 
and occasional portraits. In 1810 
ho obtained tho travelling pension 
of the Royal Academy for three 
years* and in the same year married 
the third daughter of Mr. James 
Burton, sobcitor, and wont to Italy. 
After eighteen montlm* absence, ha 
gave up half his pension* and re¬ 
turned to England. Ho now began 
painting subjects from Italian and 
French history and poo try, and 
occasionally from Scripture. Of 
this cIurb may be mentioned the 
following, nil exhibited ab the 
Royal Academy; " Pftinpliilus re¬ 
lating his Story/* a subject from 
Boccaoio, 1841; "Tho Song of 
Olden Time/* 1845 3 " Tho Con¬ 
troversy between tho Lady Jane 
Grey and Fockonham/* 184G j 


" Bassanio commenting on tho 
Caskets/* a scene in the Merchant 
of Venice, 1817 5 "The Emperor 
Otho IV. and the Maid Guuldmda/* 
1848 ; " The Cliovalier Bayard 
wounded at Brescia,** also, "Othel¬ 
lo’s First Suspicion/* and "Bianca 
Cnpollo/* 1849; " Escape of Fran¬ 
cesco Novello di Carrara and the 
Lady Toddea/* mid " A Dream of 
Venice/* 18CO. Mr. Jlook was 
elected an Associate of the Royal 
Academy in 1830, and attained tho 
full honours of the Academy in 
38 ( 30 . Ho exhibited " Tho Rescue 
of tho Brides of Venice/* and " Tlio 
Defeat of Shylock/* 185L 5 "The 
Story of Torollo/' from Boccacio, 
and "Othello's Description of Dea- 
domona/’ 1852; " The Chovaiior 
Bayard knighting the Son of tho 
Duko of Bourbon/* and " Isabella 
of Castillo and tlio Rile Nuns/* 
1853; "Incidents in the Persecu¬ 
tion of the Protestants in Paris/* 
1854; and "Gratitude of tho 
Mother of Moses for tlio Safety of 
her Child/’ 1853. About thin period 
Mr. Hook returned to liis first in¬ 
clination, and devoted hiuibolf 
chiefly to pastoral and modern sub¬ 
jects. Of examples in liis later 
style wo may instance the follow¬ 
ing : "The Birthplace of the Stream¬ 
let/* " Tho Market Morning/* and 
"The Shepherd's Boy/* 1855 ; 
and " The Fisherman's Good- 
Night/* 185G; " A Signal on the 
Horizon/* and "The tfhip-Boy’s 
Letter/* 1857; 4f A Raptoral,** with 
a quaint inscription from Spanner, 
and "The Coast-Boy gathering 
-Eggs/* 1858. Of Into years Mr. 
Hook lias devoted himself to marina 
suhjoets. n Luff, Boy ! ** a sticking 
boat scone, created quite a sensn- 
tion on its appearance in 1859, and 
was followed by others in tho sumo 
style. Among other works exhibi¬ 
ted by Mr. Hook we may moution: 
" A Cornish Gift/* and "Tho Skip¬ 
per Ashore/* 1859; " Leaving 

Cornwall for the Whitby Fishing/* 
1801; " Tho Truwlors/* 1802 ; 

<f Fish from tho Doggerbank/ 
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1870 j " Salmon Trappers, Nor¬ 
way," " Norwegian Haymakers," 
"Market GirlB on a Fjord/' 1871; 
" As Jolly as a Sand-Boy," 1872 j

1870; "A Hull Catcher"The 
“ Coral Fisher, Amalfi," 1878; 
" Little to Earn and many to 
Keep," " Mushroom Oath or ere," 
and " Tanning Nets : Witches and 
Cauldrons from the Macbeth Coun¬ 
try," 1879; " King Baby: the 
White Sands of Iona," "Homo 
with the Tide," "Son-Pools," and 
" Mussel-Gardens," 1880; "Dia¬ 
mond Merchants, Cornwall," and 
“Past Work," 1881; "Caller Her¬ 
rin*," and " Devon Harvest Cart: 
the Last Handful Home," 1882; 
" Catching a Mormaid," " Love 
Lightens Toil," "The Wily An¬ 
gler," " Carting for ‘'Farmer Pen- 
gelly,*" 1883. Similar subjects 
have been exhibited in subsequent 
years. 

HOOKER Sir Joseph Dalton, M.D., 
K.C.S.I., C.B., P.K.S., F.L.S., 

E.G.S., D.C.L.(Oxon), LL.D. (Can- 
tab., Dubl., Edin., and Glott.), is 
the second and only surviving son 
of the late Sir William Jackson 
Hooker, Regius Professor of Botany 
in Glasgow University, and subse¬ 
quently Director of the Royal Gar¬ 
dens, Kew, by Maria, eldest daugh¬ 
ter of Mr. Dawson Turner, E.R.S., 
banker, of Great Yarmouth, Nor¬ 
folk. He was bom at Halesworth, 
Suffolk, June 30,1817, and wag edu¬ 
cated at the High School and Uni¬ 
versity of Glasgow, where he took 
the degree of M.D, in 1839. At the 
age of twenty-one he accompanied, 
officially as assistant-surgeon, but 
in reality as naturalist, the famous 
expedition of Sir James Clark 
Ross, fitted out by the Government 
for the purpose of investigating the 
phenomena of terrestrial magnet¬ 
ism in the south circumpolar* seas. 
The result of his researches during 
this voyage was a series of superb 
volumes on the botany of the 
Southern regions, embracing the 
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flora of the Auckland Islands, New 
Zealand, and Tasmania. By a com¬ 
parison of the now plantB discovered 
by him with those of other parts of 
the world, ho succeeded in advan¬ 
cing our knowledge of the laws 
which govern the distribution of 
plants over the surface of the earth. 
He returned to this country after 
an absence of four years. In 1840 
he accepted the appointment of 
botanist to the Geological Survey 
of Great Britain under Sir H. de 
la Beche, and he contributed a 
valuable paper to the second 
volume of the "Records** of that 
institution on the vegetation of 
the Carboniferous period as com¬ 
pared with that of the present day; 
and another on the structure of 
coal-fossils, In 1817 Dr. Hooker 
undertook a journey to India for 
the purpose of investigating the 
plants of tropical countries, and tho 
flora of a hitherto unexplored re¬ 
gion of the Himalayas. In tho 
course of his travels in these re¬ 
mote districts ho was for some 
time kept prisoner by tho Rajah of 
Sikkim. Ho returned in 1851, 
and published two very interesting 
volumes of u Himalayan Journals," 
and a number of scientific works 
on the botany of India. In 1850, 
while in India, he published some 
beautiful sketches of rhododen¬ 
drons from tho Sikkim Himalaya, 
several of which have since been 
introduced into England, These 
expeditions, though partly at his 
own expense, were conducted under 
the authority of Government, 
which supplied Borne of the funds. 
He was appointed, in 1855, Assist¬ 
ant-Director of Kaw Gardens; 
and, on his father’s death, in 1865, 
succeeded to the Directorship, 
which he resigned in 1885. He was 
some time Examiner in Natural 
Science of candidates for medical 
appointments in tho Royal Array 
and late East India Company’s ser¬ 
vice, and Examiner in Botany to 
the London University and Apo¬ 
thecaries* Company. In tho autumn 
H N 
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of 1860 ho, tlie lato Admiral Wash¬ 
ing ton, and D. Hanbury, F.L.S., 
rnado a tour in Syria, during which 
ho paid special attention to tho oaks 
o± that country. Dr. H oolcer prcsidod 
over the meeting of the British 
Association, held at Norwich 
in 18G8. The main subject of his 
address, which gave rise to much 
controversy, was the consideration 
of tho viewB put forward from time 
to time by Mr. Darwin on the doc¬ 
trine of the continuous evolution 
of life, and in connection witli this, 
on what is termed " natural selec¬ 
tion,” together with his theory of 
the "origin of species.” To Dar¬ 
win's notions, expressed in tlieir 
fullest extent. Dr. Hooker gave in 
his entire adhesion. He was ap¬ 
point ad a Companion of tho Bath 
(Civil Division) in I860, Ill April, 
1871, Dr. Hooker ]oft Enghmd for 
Morocco, in company with Mr. 
John Ball, F.R.S., and G. Maw, 
F.L.S., liis purpose being to collect | 
tho plants of that comparatively 
unexplored country, On tho 10th 
of May he and his companions 
made tho ascont of tho Great 
Atlas, the summit of which moun¬ 
tain had never before been trodden 
by a European j nnd at the close of 
June he returned to Kow, bringing 
a largo collection of plants. In 
1873 Dr. Hooker was elected Pre¬ 
sident of the Royal Society, and | 
resigned in 1878, whon tlio late 
Mr. W. SpottiBWOodo was chosen as 
his successor. In 1877 ho was 
created Knight Commander of tho 
Star of India, for his services Lo 
tho Government of India. Cn that 
year he paid a visit of three 
months' duration to the United 
States, whore ho was most cor¬ 
dially t received by the leading 
scientific men. On his return ho 
presented to Kew a large collection 
of seeds and museum specimens, 
and a herbarium of about a thou¬ 
sand species, together with notes 
on the distribution of the North 
American trees in particular, as 
also some now correspondents in 


parts of the country whence much 
novelty is to he obtained. In 1851 
he was awarded a gold modal by 
the Royal Society. In 1881, tho 
Pounders' Medal of tho Royal Geo¬ 
graphical Society was awarded to 
Sir Joseph Hooker " for his emi¬ 
nent services in scientific geo¬ 
graphy” j and in 1883 the Society 
of Arts presented to him tlieir 
Albert Medal for tlio services he 
lias rendered to tho arts, manufac¬ 
tures, and commerco by promoting 
an accurate knowledge of tho floras 
and economic vegetable products of 
tho several colonies and dependen¬ 
cies of tho Empire. Sir Joseph is 
a member of various learned so¬ 
cieties, and a corresponding mem¬ 
ber of tho Institute of Pranco. 
Jlis works are:—"Botany of tho 
Antartic Voyage,” li vols., 4to, 
J 817-1800; "Rhododendrons of 
the Silckiin-Ilimalaya,” 1810-51 ; 
" Himalayan Journals,” 2 vols.,

HOPE, The Right Hon. Alexan¬ 
der James Beresford Beresford, M.P. 
LL.D., youngest son of the lato 
Thomas Hope, Esq., of Deopdene, 
Surrey (author of " Anastashis,”) 
by Louisa Beresford, daughter of 
Lord Decies, Archbishop of 'Punm, 
who married as her second hus¬ 
band the lato Viscount Beresford, 
G.C.B., was born in 1820, and 
educated at Harrow and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, wlioro ho 
graduaLod B.A. in 1811. He was 
one of tho earliost membora and 
president of tho Cambridge Cam¬ 
den (afterwards tlio Ecelesiologi- 
cal) Society, and hns taken an 
aetivu part in the Church movement, 
and in artistic and architectural 
questions, as an avowed partisan of 
the Gothic Bide, Ho purchased in 
18U the anciont buildings of St, 
Augustine's Abbey, Canterbury, as 
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a collugo for missionary clorgy, and 
was President of the Royal Insti¬ 
tute of British Architects from 
1865 to 1867. Ho was one of the 
members for Maidstone from 1841 
till 1852, when lio retirod, but was 
re-elected for that borough in 
March, 1857. In 1850 he was an 
unsuccessful candidate for tlio Uni¬ 
versity of Cambridge, was defeated 
at Stoke-upon-Trent in 1862, and 
was elected for that borough in 
July, 1865. In 1868 lio was elected 
for the University .of Cambridge, 
which he still represents. He has 
always acted as an independent 
Conservative. In 1880 he was 
sworn a member of the Privy 
Council. In 1883 the Univer¬ 
sity of Dublin conferred on him 
the honorary degree of LL.D. Mr. 
Beresford Hope is the author of 
"Letters on Church Matters, by 
D. C. L. ;" "The English Cathe¬ 
dral of the ' Nineteenth Cen¬ 
tury/” "Worship in the Church 
of England,” 1874; " Strictly 
Tied Up,” a novel, 1880; "Tho 
Brandreths,” a novel, 1882 ; nnrl 
of numerous pamphlets, papers, 
and articles, and is the proprietor 
of the Saturday Review. He mar¬ 
ried, in 1812, the Lady Mildred 
Cecil, daughter of James, second 
Marquis of Salisbury. 

HOPKINS, Edward J., Mus. Doc., 
born in Westminster, June 80, 
1818, was admitted at the age of 
eight, as a chorister in the Chapel 
Royal, St. James's, where ho re¬ 
mained till his voice broke in 1883, 
He then became a pupil of Thomas 
Forbes Walwisley, organist of the 
Church of St, Martin - in - tlie- 
Fields. About a twelvemonth 
afterwards, Sept. 17, 1834, Mr. 
Hopkins played for and obtained 
his first appointment, that of or¬ 
ganist to Mitcham Church, Surrey, 
at the early age of sixteen. This 
post he exchanged for that of 
organist to St. Peter's Islington, 
in 1838, The same year be ob¬ 
tained the Gresham gold modal 
for his anthem, "Out of the 


Deep;” and in the year 1840, ho 
obtained a similar prize for his 
anthem, " God is gono up/* the 
umpires being Dr. Crotch, Mr. W. 
Horsley, and Sir Joliu Goss. In 
1841 he accepted tho position of 
organist to St. Luke’s Church, 
Berwick-street, where ho remained 
until 1843. During that time he 
executed a task calling for much 
diligence aud patience, viz.:—that 
of "scoring” two sots of old 
madrigals from the separate and 
unbarred part books for the Musi¬ 
cal Antiquarian Society,—Thomas 
Weelkes's first set of madrigals 
(1597), and John Bonnet’s first 
sot of madrigals (1599); the for¬ 
mer of which was published in 
tho early part of 1843, and the 
other a few years later. About 
this timo he began to publish 
a series of ari'angcwents for tho 
organ, tho first throe numbers 
of which were devised for tho 
GG organ, to the use of which 
he had been trained j but the 
remainder of the series were laid 
out for the CC organ, to which, 
in conjunction with Dr. Gauntlott 
and Henry Smart, Mr. Hopkins 
becamo an early adherent. On 
May 7,1813, Mr. Hopkins played 
his first probationary soi’Vico at 
the Temple Church, and in tho 
following October he was formally 
appointed " Organist to the Hon¬ 
ourable Societies of tho Temple,” 
by the ,Treasurers .and Bonchera 
of those two ancient inns. In 
1849, the octave and a half of 3? 
pedals were removed from the 
Temple organ, and a proper set, 
of the range of two octaves and 
a half (from CCC to F), were laid 
down in their stead. For tho 
opening of the organ with this 
important improvement, the ser¬ 
vice known as "Hopkins in F” 
was mutton which was soon fol¬ 
lowed by the second service in A 
major. Previously to this, how¬ 
ever, he had rosumed publication 
of the series of organ [arrange¬ 
ments for the CC organ, intro- 
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duoing tho continental oblong 
form for ilio printing; and be liad 
also issued his “ Four Breludial 
Pieces.” In Sept. 1850, Mr. 
Hopkins delivered a course of four 
lectures at tho Collegial* Institu¬ 
tion, .Liverpool, on “ Tlio Construc¬ 
tion and Capabilities of the Organ, 
illustrated with Diagrams, etc./* 
which, on receiving tho request 
that they should ho printed, were 
developed into tho hook since 
entitled “ Tho Organ: its History 
and Construction/* by Dr. ltim- 
biixilt and E. J. Hopkins. In 18S0 
Dr. Hopkins’s history of the Organ 
appeared in Sir George Grove’s 
“ Dictionary of Music,” and in 18S3, 
at tho request ol“ tho Treasurers 
of tho two hon. societies, Mr. 
Hopkins undertook tho rather 
heavy task of preparing a, new 
hook of tho Avorrls ol the anthems, 
and a pointed psalter with chants, 
for tho express use of the TempJo 
Clau'cln Dr. Hopkins lias com¬ 
posed a number f of anthems, 'ser¬ 
vices, and voluntaries, and has 
loooived many honourable dis¬ 
tinctions in recognition of liia ser¬ 
vices to music. 

HOPKINS, Mark, M.D., D.D., 
LL.D,, was born at Stoekbridge, 
Massachusetts, Fob, 4, 1802, Ho 
graduated at ‘Williams College in 
1824, and in 1828 began the prac¬ 
tice of medicine in New York. In 
3830 he was chosen Professor of 
Rhetoric and Moral Philosophy in 
Willinms Col lego, of which in 
3830, ho Locarno President, and 
subsequently also Professor of 
Christian Theology. Ho resigned 
the Presidency in 1872, still retain¬ 
ing the Chair of Rhetoric and Moral 
Philosophy. In 1857 ho became 
President of tho American Hoard 
of Commissioners of Foreign Mis¬ 
sions. His principal works arc 
“Lowell Lectures on the Evidences 
of Christianity” (1840) ; “Miscel¬ 
laneous Essays and Reviews" 
(1817) i “Lectures on Moral Philo¬ 
sophy” (1858) j “Tho Law of Love, 
and Lovq as a Law: or, Christian 


E Lhics 99 (1800, now edition, 1881) ; 
"An Outline Study of Man” 
(1873)j “Strength nnd Beauty” 
(1874); “Scriptural Idea of Man” 
(18S3); and “ Teachings and Coun¬ 
sels ” (1881). 

H0PWO0D, Charles Henry, Q.C., 
son of J. S. 8. Uopwood, of Chancery 
Lane, solicitor, was horn in July, 
1829, and educated at a private 
school and afterwards at King’s 
College, London, lie became Bar¬ 
rister, Middle Temple, in 1853, 
practised on tho Northern Circuit 
and in London, and was made 
Queen’s Counsel in 1874. lie was 
elected M.P. for Stockport 3874, 
and was returned again in 1880, 
but rejected in 1885. Ho was 
elected Bencher of the Middle 
Temple 1874, and Headov 3885; 
was appointed Recorder of Liver¬ 
pool 1880; attained consider¬ 
able practice, and was joint author 
of "Election Cases,” Hop wood L 
PhiZbriclc, and Ilopwuod k Colt- 
man. He advocated the cause of 
Trades Unions, defending at the 
Bar thoir members against prose¬ 
cution and insisting upon protec¬ 
tion to their funds agniust the pre¬ 
judice of the time. In the Uoubo 
of Commons ho assisted in amend¬ 
ing tlio laws as to Employers and 
Workmen, and pressed forward 
Reforms in the Summary Jurisdic¬ 
tion of Justices to reduce the fre¬ 
quency nnd length of imprison¬ 
ments, lie advocated the creation 
of a Court of Appeal in Indictable 
cases. JIo worked for the Repeal 
of tho Contagious Diseases Acts as 
to Women, as well as of tho Vacci¬ 
nation laws. Always advanced in 
political opinions ho supported 
every extension of tlio Suffrage. 
Ho is earnest for a merciful ad¬ 
ministration of tho criminal law, 
which he believes to he harsh and 
inconsiderate,producing conviction 
of tho innocent, and despair, noL 
reform, of the guilty. 

HORNBY, Vice-Admiral Bir 
Geoffrey Thomas Phipps, 1CC.B,, 
is the son, by a sister of tho Into 
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Field Marshal Sir John Burgoyne, 
of the late Admiral Sir Phipps 
Hornby, who served with great 
distinction in the French wars at 
tlic beginning of this century, who 
was a lieutenant on hoard tho Vic¬ 
tory when she carried Lord Nel¬ 
son’s flag, and who got a medal 
when in command of the Volage in 
Sir W. Hostess action oil Lissa. 
The present Admiral, born in 1825, 
entered the service on hoard the 
Princess Charlotte in 1837, and was 
present as a midshipman at the 
bombardment of Acre by Sir Robert 
Stopford and Sir Charles Napier. 
Ho afterwards Eerved under Ad¬ 
miral Percy at the Cape of Good 
Hope, under his father, Sir Phipps 
Hornby, in the Pacific and on 
various other stations. He has 
been twice round the world. Ad¬ 
miral Hornby has worked hard all 
hib life at tho theory and practice 
of his profession. When a young 
captain ho got leave for a year and 
studied steam in the dockyard at 
Portsmouth. It was lie who com¬ 
manded the first flying squadron as 
captain, with tho rank of commo¬ 
dore, taking the squadron round 
the world. He has besides had 
groat experience in manoeuvring 
fleets. He was Flag Captain to Sir 
Sidney Dacres, when that officer 
commanded the Channel Fleet, and 
subsequently, as Rear-Admiral, he 
himsolf held that post, succeeding 
Admiral Wellesley. He attained 
flag-rank in I860, and became Vice- 
Admiral in 1875. Ho was appointed 
Commandor-in-Chief of her Ma¬ 
jesty's naval forces in tho Mediter¬ 
ranean, and he held that respon¬ 
sible position during the trying 
times in 1878* when war was 
apprehended between this country 
and Russia, and when our fleet was 
ordered to the Dardanelles. He 
was created a Knight Commander 
of the Order of the Balh, Aug. 12, 

1878. Subsequently he was appoint¬ 
ed to succeed Admiral Sir Charles 
Shadwell as President of the Royal 
Naval College, Greenwich, for a 


term of three years, to date from 
March 1, 1881. In addition to his 
professional acquirements, Admiral 
Hornby ia a proficient mathemati¬ 
cian.'and a good French scholar. 
He is also thoroughly acquainted 
with tho routine of Admiralty 
affairs, having served under Mr. 
Ward Hunt as a Lord of the 
Admiralty in Lord Beaconsfield's 
Administration, as his father had 
served in that of the late Lord 
Derby. It may be added that Ad¬ 
miral Hornby is a cousin of Lord 
Derby and a brother of Dr. Hornliy, 
the Provost of Eton. He married 
in 1853 Emily Frances, daughter 
of the late Rev. John Coles, of 
Ditcliam Park, Hants. He is a 
magistrate for Sussex, in which 
county he owns the residential 
property of Little Green, near 
Peters field. 

HORNBY, The Rev, James John, 
D.D , third son of the late Admiral 
Sir Phijips Hornby, G.C.B., of 
Little Green, Sussex, was born at 
Winwick, in 1820, and educated at 
Eton under the Rev. Dr. Hawtruy, 
and at Balliol College, Oxford, 
where, in 1849, he took a fli'st-class 
in classics, besides distinguishing 
himself in aquatic sports and in all 
athletic exercises. In 1819 lie 
became a Fellow of Brascnose Col¬ 
lege, and in 1854 Tutor and Prin¬ 
cipal of Bishop Coson's Hall in the 
University of Durham. Return¬ 
ing to Oxford in 1804, he becaino 
Classical Lecturer at Brasenose, 
and in 1800 was Senior Proctor of 
the University. At the close of 
the latter year he was elected 
Second Master of Winchester 
School, which post he retained till 
his appointment as Head Master of 
Eton in Jan. 1868. Dr. Hornby 
was appointed one of Her Majesty's 
honorary chaplains in Feb. 1882, 
and made D.C.L. of Durham Uni¬ 
versity the same year. He was 
axipointed to the Provostship of 
Eton, July, 188 

SORT, The Rev, Fenton John 
Anthony, D.D fJ born at Dublin, 
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April 23,182ft, wa& educated at the 
Rev. J. Buckland’s, Laloliam, and 
at Rugby School, and graduated in 
3850 at Trinity College,Cambridge. 
Ho was a Junior Optimo in tlio 
Mathematical Tripos, and was 
bracketod third classic. Ho took 
honours in the Moral Sciences 
Tripos, obtaining a first class, and 
also being awarded tho Moral 
Philosophy Prize, then given by 
tho late Dr, Wliewell, the Professor 
of Moral Philosophy. Mr. Hort 
won the second place in the First 
Class of tlio Natural Sciences Tri¬ 
pos, being distinguished in Physi¬ 
ology and Botany. In 1852 lie was 
elected to a Fellowship at Trinity 
College, which he hold until 1867. 
In that year ho was presented to 
tho college living of St. IppolytH, 
with Great Wymondloy, Hertford¬ 
shire, a preferment ho held until 
1872, when ho returned to Cam¬ 
bridge on being elected a Fellow of 
Emmanuel College. Since 1872 ho 
has boon a constant resident in 
the University and has delivered 
lectures on Theology. Ho was 
examining chaplain to the Bishop 
of Ely (Dr. Harold Browne) from 
1871 to 1873, and upon the transla¬ 
tion of Bishop Browne to the see of 
Winchester Dr. Hort was returned 
as one of the examining cliajdains 
to that prelate, In 1871 he was 
olectod Hnlscan Lecturer, and in 
1875 was appointed Lady Margaret’s 
Preacher. On Dec. 18, 1878, ho 
was elected to the Hulsean Pro¬ 
fessorship of Divinity, vacant by 
the promotion of tlio Rev. J. J\ S. 
Porowno to tho Deanery of Peter¬ 
borough, Dr. Hort has contributed 
numerous articles to Smith and 
Waoo*s "Dictionary of Christian 
Biography,” and the "Journal of 
Philology/' and published in 1870 
" Two Dissertations ”—(1) " On 
Monogenos Theoa in Scripture 
and Tradition," (2) " On the Con- 
slantinopolitan and other Eastern 
Creods of the Fourth Century." 
Conjointly with Dr. Wostcott ho 
edited in 1881 a critically rovi^d 


Greek text of tho Now Testa¬ 
ment, with an Introduction and 
critical Appendix in an accompany¬ 
ing volume. He was a member of 
the company for the Revision of 
the Now Testament. l)r. Hort lum 
several times examined for tho 
Natural Sciences, Moral Sciences, 
and Theological Triposes. lie is 
a member of the Board of Theo¬ 
logical Studies, and a mombor of 
the Council of tho Senate of the 
University of Cambridge, and 1ms 
been a member of the Board of 
Historical Studios. 

HORSLEY, John Callcott, R.A., 
son of tho Into William Ilorsloy, 
the well-known musician, and 
grand-uepliew of tlio late Sir 
Augustus Callcott, tlio omiuont 
painter, was born in London, Jan, 
29, 1817. His first exhibited pic¬ 
ture, painted while ho was a 
youth,—"Rent-Day at Flmldon 
Hall in tho Sixteenth Century/'— 
was spoken of in high terms by 
Wilkie. "The Chobs Players," 
" Tho Rival Musioinns/'" Waiting 
for an Answer,"—were first seen in 
tho British Institution, and lie ex¬ 
hibited, for tho first time at tho 
Academy, the "Prido of tho Vil¬ 
lage" (in tlio Vernon Gallery). 
This was followed by " The Con¬ 
trast : Youth and Ago,” in 1810; 
"Leaving tho Ball,” another 
" Contrast,”—gay pleasure-seekers 
on tho one hand, the homeless out¬ 
cast on tho other; and " Tho Ped¬ 
lar,” both in 1811; " Winning 
Gloves,” in 1812; and "Tho 
Father's Gravo,” in 1813. In tho 
latter year Mr. Horsley's cartoon of 
"St. Augustine Preaching” gaiiiod 
at Westminster Hall ono of tho 
throe prizes in the second rank, of 
.£200, and in the trial of skill of 
181 Ji lie obtained by his two small 
frescoes a place among tho six 
painters commissioned to oxecute 
further samples for the Ptilaco at 
Westminster. That of 1815, for 
" Roligion,” was approved, and tho 
subjeot exeoutod at largo in tho 
House of Lords, In 1817, liis 
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colossal oil painting, " Henry V., 
believing the King dead, assumes 
the Grown/* secured a premium of 
the tliird class. Another fresco, 
which ho has been employed to 
executo, " Satan surprised at the 
Ear oi' Eve,” is to be seen in a 
portion of the Now Palace, called 
Poet's Hall. Amongst his later 
worts arc " Malvolio i' the Sun 
practising to his own Shadow j " 
" Hospitality ; ” " The Madrigal— 
r Keep your Time;'" u The Pet of 
the Common j M,r L'Allegro and II 
Ponseroso" (painted for the late 
Prince Albert) j " Lady Jane Grey 
and Roger Aschamj” "A Scene 
from Don Quixote j" " Flower 
Girls—Town and Country; ” " The 
Holy Communion j ” " The LoBt 
Pound j" “ A Jealous Eye j" " The 
Duenna's Return;” "The New 
Dress j ” and " Under the Mistle¬ 
toe ; 99 “ The Bashful Swain j " 
" The Duenna and her Cares ; " 
"Attack and Defence j” “ De¬ 
tected j” "The Gaoler’s Daugh¬ 
ter j " " Caught Napping j" " The 
Banker's Private Room,—^Negotiat¬ 
ing a Loan; " " Old Polk and Young 
Polk i " " Pay for Peeping j ” " In 
with You j ” " Stolen Glances ;'' 
" Tho other Name ? ” " The Poet's 
Theme j" " Sunny Moments 5 " 
and a large religious subject with 
figures of colossal size, entitled

portrait of Thomas Woolcombe, 
Esq., painted for the South Devon 
Railway Company} "Under Lock 
and Key;" "Coming Down to 
Dinner}” "The World For¬ 
getting j J> " Critics on Costume— 
S’oshions Change 3 ” portrait of 
the Lord Advocate of Scotland, 
and two portrait groups arrangod 
as subject pictures, one of Mr. and 
Mi*s, Jessop, the other of Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward Tomlin j" Le Jour des 
Mortsj" "Lifo in the CMteau 
Gardens at Fontainebleau,” 1881; 
" A Merry Chase in Haddon Hall/' 
1882; and "Wedding Rings/' 


1883, In 1882 Mr. Horsley was 
elected Treasurer of tho Royal 
Academy, He has been very active 
in bringing together the magnifi¬ 
cent collections of " Old Masters " 
displayed every winter since 1870 
at Burlington House. 

HOSBUSR, Harriet Gr., born at 
Watertown, Massachusetts, Oct. 
9, 1830, was educated at Lenox, 
Massachusetts, and early displayed 
a taste for art. She received a few 
lessons in modelling in Boston, and 
then entered a medical college in 
St. Louis to study anatomy and 
dissection. Her first work in marble 
was a reduced copy of Canova's bust 
of Napoleon, which was soon fol¬ 
lowed by an ideal work , fe Hesper, 
or the Evening Shir.'' In 1852 she 
wont to Rome, and became a pupil 
of Gibson. After two years of 
study and modelling from the 
antique., she' produced the busts of 
"Daphne" and "Medusa." Her 
first full-length figure in marble 
was CEnone, completed in 1835, and 
this was followed, two years Inter, 
by " Beatrice Cenci sleeping in her 
cell.'' In the summer of 1HG5 sho 
modelled " Puck/' of which many 
copies have been made. This was 
followed by " Will-o'-the-Wisp.” 
A colossal statue of "Zeuobia, 
Queen of Palmyra, in chains/' 
was her next important work, fol¬ 
lowed by a statue of Thomas N. 
Benton, the " Sleeping" and the 
" Waking Faun/' and a design of 
a memorial monument to A braham 
Lincoln. She has resided for many 
years in Rome. 

HOW, The Bight Rev, William 
Walsham, D.D., Bishop Suffragan 
of Bedford (for East London), is 
son of Mr. William Wybergh How, 
Esq,, of Shrewsbury, and was born 
in that town, Deo. 13, 1823. From 
Shrewsbury school he proceeded to 
Wadham College, Oxford (B.A., 
1817). He was successively curate 
of St, George's, Kidderminster, 
184G, and of Holy Cross, Shrews^ 
bury, 1818, and was collated to the 
rectory of Whittington, Shropshire, 
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in the diocoso of St. Asaph, in 1851. 
In 1858 he was appointed rural 
dean of Oswestry and diocesan in¬ 
spector of schools, in 1800 ho ob¬ 
tained an honorary canonry in St. 
Asaph's Cathedral, and in 3809 was 
elected Proctor in Convocation for 
tho diocese. He was one of tho 
Select Brooch ers at Oxford in 
18G8-G9, and in 1878 he was ap¬ 
pointed examining chaplain to tho 
Bishop of Lichfield, In 1879 he 
obtained the rectory of St. Andrew 
XJndorshaft with St. Mary Axe, in 
tlie City of London, and a Prebend 
in St. Paul’s Cathedral; and in 
July the same year tho. Queen 
appointed him Suffragan Bishop of 
Bedford. XIo is the author of 
various works of a theological 
and practical character, including 
" Plain Words/’ four series;" Prac¬ 
tical Sermons,” "Lent Lectures on 
Psalm li./*" Daily Family Prayer 
for Churchmen,” " raster in Paro- 
eluA,” " Plain Words to Children,” 
" Tlui Parish Priest,” " Cambridge 
Pastoral Lectures,” "Words of 
Good Olioor,” and "Poems,” all 
published by Messrs, Wells, 
Gardner, & Co.; also a "Commen¬ 
tary on the Four Gospels,” and 
fC Iloly Communion,” published by 
tho Society for Promoting Chris¬ 
tian Knowledge. 

HOWARD, His Eminence Edward, 
Cardinal Priest of tho Holy Roman 
Church, was horn at Nottingham, 
Fob. 18, 18^9, being tlio only son 
of tho late Edward Gylos Howard, 
Esq., who was tho Bon of Edward 
Charles Howard, youngest brother 
of Bernard Edward, fifteenth Duke 
of N orfoik. Ill 1 lis youth ho served 
Her Majesty Queen Victoria as an 
officer in the 2nd Life Guards, but 
when 20 years old ho was a priest 
at Rome, and ho attached himself 
entirely to the service of Pius IX. 
For about a year ho was employed 
in India in the matter of the Goa 
schism, and tho rest of his ecclesi¬ 
astical career was spent in Italy. 
His graceful and dignified boaring 
was familiar to frequenters at St* 


Peter’s, in wliioh Basilica Arch¬ 
bishop Howard holdb tho office of 
arch-i>riost’s vicar, Ho was conse¬ 
crated Archbishop of Neococsaria, 
in parlibus infidel him, in 1872, when 
lie was mado coadjutor Bishop of 
Frascati, an office which lie held 
for only a few weeks. Ho was 
created a Cardinal Priest by Pope 
Pius IX. Maroli 13, 1877, the 
titular church assigned to him 
being that of SS. John and Paul, 
on the Celian Hill. His Eminence 
took possession, as Protector, of 
tho English Collogo at Rome, 
March 21, 1878. In Doc. 1881, he 
was nominated Archpriest of the 
Basilica of St. Peter's, and in that 
capacity he also bocarnc Protect of 
tho Congregation, which lias tho 
euro of the edifice itself. Cardinal 
Howard’s attainments as a linguist 
are remarkable. Ho spoalcH Arabic, 
Armenian, and Russian fluently. 

HOWARD, Sir Henry Francis, 
G.C.B., second son of tho late 
Henry Howard, Esq., of Corby 
Castle, Cumberland, born in 1809, 
educated at Si ony hurst and tho 
University of Edinburgh, was at¬ 
tached to tho mission at Munich 
in 1828, was several times Charge 
d’Affaires, was appointed paid At¬ 
tache at Borlinin 1882, Secretary 
of Legation at the Hague in 1845, 
having been transferred to Berlin 
in 1840, and was Charge d’Affaires 
several times during the succeeding 
years. He was appointed Envoy- 
Extraordinary and Minister-Pleni¬ 
potentiary to tho Emperor of Brazil 
in 1853, was transferred to Lisbon 
in 1835, and to Ilanover in 1850, 
when ho was appointed Minlbter- 
Ploni]x>tentiary to Brunswick and 
to Oldenburg, and was made a 
K.C.B. in 1803. Whilst at Berlin, 
in 1830-52, the task of negotiating 
the famous treaty of 1852 mainly 
devolved upon him. He was ap¬ 
pointed Envoy-Extraordinary and 
Minister - Blonipotentiory to tho 
King of Bavaria, Jan. 19, 1800. 
Ho was created a G.C.B. in 1873. 

HOWARD General Oliver Otis, 
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LL.H., born at Leeds, Maine, Nov. 
8 , 1830, graduated at Bowdoin 
College in 1850, and in 1851 at the 
Military Academy at West Point, 
where, in 185/', lie was made As¬ 
sistant-Professor of Mathematics. 
Upon the breaking out of the civil 
war he was made colonel of a regi¬ 
ment of volunteers ; commanded a 
brigade at the battle of Bull Bun, 
and was made brigadier-general of 
volunteers. He lost his right arm 
at the battle of Fair Oaks, May 31, 
1863. He was made major-general 
of volunteers, Nov. 29, 1862, and 
had the command of a division, at 
Burnside's defeat at Fredericks¬ 
burg, Dec. 13, 1862. Soon after, 
ho was placed in command of the 
11 th army corps, which was sur¬ 
prised in broad daylight by the 
Confederate General Jackson, and 
put to flight, at Chancellorsville, 
July 1, 1863. In the following 
autumn he was sent with his corps 
to the West, took part in the cam¬ 
paign which followed down to the 
capture of Atlanta, and com¬ 
manded the right wing of the 
army during Sherman's "march 
to the sea. He was, in Hoc. 
1861, promoted to Brigadier-Gen- 
ral, and in the following March to 
brevet Major-General in the regu¬ 
lar army. In May, 1805, he was 
placed at the head of the Freed¬ 
man's Bureau, his duties lasting 
until 1872. From 1869 to 1873 he 
was President of Howard's Univer¬ 
sity. In 1872 he was sent as 
special commissioner to the Indians 
in New Mexico and Arizona, and 
from 1878 to 1881 ho served on the 
Indian frontier. In 1881 he took 
charge of the U.S, Military Aca¬ 
demy at West Point, but was sub¬ 
sequently transferred to the com¬ 
mand of the Department of the 
Platte. He has lately (1386) re¬ 
ceived his full rank of Major- 
General, and is now in charge of the 
Division of the Pacific. 

HO WELL a, William Dean, was 
born at Martinsville, Ohio, March 
1 , 1837. In 184.0 he removed to 


Hamilton, Ohio, with his father, 
who was a printer and journalist. 
He learned the printer's trade of 
his father, and was afterwards edi¬ 
torially conncctod with the Cincin- 
nati Gazette, and the 0/tio Stale 
Journal. From 1801 to 18G5 he 
was ^ United States Consul at 
Venice. Returning to America, he 
engaged in literary labour, and in 
1871 became editor of the Atlantic 
Monthly , a position which ho re¬ 
tained until 1880, when he relin¬ 
quished it to devote himself exclu¬ 
sively to willing. Besides his 
papers in that magazine and other 
periodicals, he has published 
" PoeniB of Two Friends," himself 
and J. J. Piatt (1800) ; " Venetian 
Life " (I860); " Italian Journeys ” 
(18G7); "No Love Lost" (1868); 
" Suburban Sketches" (1870); 
"Their Wedding Journey” (1872); 
" AChanceAoquaintanco," "Poems" 
(1873); "A Foregone Conclusion” 
(1874);" Co unterfoit Presentment,” 
a Comedy; "A Hay's Pleasure” 
(1876); " The Parlour Car,” "Out 
of the Question,” " Life of Ruther¬ 
ford B. Hayes" (1877) ; "TheLady 
of the Aroostook” (1879); "The 
Undiscovered Country" (1880); 
"A Fearful Responsibility, and 
other Stories," " Dr. Breen's Prac¬ 
tice" (1881); "A Modern Instance” 
(1882); "A Woman's Reason" 
(1883); " The SloepingCar" (1883); 
"The Register” (1881); "The 
Elevator,” " The Rise of Silas Lap- 
ham," "The Garroters” (1885), 
and "IndianSummer” (1886). All 
these have been largely circulated 
in England, where, of late years, 
the dehcato art of Mr. Howells has 
become almost as well known as in 
bis own country. Under the title 
of " Clioico Biography," he edited, 
in 1877-78, a series of oight small 
volumes. 

HOWITT, Mrs, Mary, the daugh¬ 
ter of Mr. Botham, a member of 
the Society of Friends, was bom at 
Uttoxeter early in the present 
century. Her early love of poetry 
was such, that she composed almost 
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as soon ns sho could write; and after 
becoming the wife of the late Hr. 
William Howitt, published various 
•works in conjunction with lior hus¬ 
band. Mrs. Ilowitt, who is the 
authoress of a volume of ballads 
and other poetry; of " The Savon 
Temptations/* a series of dramatic 
sketchesj of "Wood Leighton/* a 
novel; and of a ft v oat number of 
volumes, in prose and verso, for 
children, has translated into Eng¬ 
lish the whole of Miss Bremer’s 
works, and H. C. Anderson's u Im- 
provisatore/* Sho oditod for three 
years the "Drawing-Room Scrap- 
Book," and illustrated by bio¬ 
graphical vignettes a series of 
portraits of the Queens of England. 
To one of the popular libraries sho 
contributed an original story, en¬ 
titled the "Heir of West Way- 
land]" and among lior numerous 
writings for the young may bo 
mentioned, " The Children’s 
Year," "Our Cousins in Ohio/* 
and "The Dial of Love/* a series 
of stories in thirteen volumes. 
Her latest works are “Lilicsloa/* 
" A Treasury of Tales for tho 
Young," edited and partly written

HOWLAND, The Hon, Sir 
William Pearce, C.B., K.C.M.G., 
was born in New York State on the 
20th Hay, 1811, and settled in 
Canada in 1830. In Toronto and 
tho neighbourhood ho has been 
ongagod in extensive business en¬ 
terprises for over fifty years. He 
was returned for West York in 
1857, and sat in tho Legislature of 
Canada until 1808, when he was 
appointed Lieut.-Governor of On¬ 
tario, From 18G2 until 1801 ho 
held tho offices of Minister of 
Finance and Receiver-General. In 
tho latter year ho became Post¬ 
master-General, and a member of 
the Executive Council. In I860 he 
succeeded the Hon, A. T, Galt as 
Finance Minister, and on the for¬ 


mation of the first Dominion Go¬ 
vernment, in the following year, lie 
accepted the portfolio of Minister 
of Inland Revenue, and was sworn 
a member of tho Privy Council. 
Since 1878 he has been Pre&idunL 
of the Ontario Bank. He was 
created n K.C.M.G. in 1879.

HUDDLESTON, The Hon, Sir John 
“Waltor, was born in IBID in Dub¬ 
lin, being tho youngest son of the 
late Mr. Thomas Huddleston and 
his wife Ale then, daughter of the 
late Mr. Henry Hitchens, of St. 
Ives, Cornwall, no studied for ft 
time at the University of Dublin, 
but did not graduate. Having 
chosen tho law as a profession, ho 
was, in 1839, called to tho bar at 
Gray’s Inn, where he quickly rose 
to a prominent position. During 
liis career as an advocate, Mr. 
Huddleston gradually acquired an 
extensive practice in tho Superior 
Comts at Westminster Hall and 
Guildhall, at the Central Criminal 
Court, and at the Middlesex Ses¬ 
sions. Mr. Huddleston’s success 
in Iub profession led to Iuh appoint¬ 
ment, in 1867, as one of her Ma¬ 
jesty’s Counsel, on the recommen¬ 


dation of Lord Chancellor Cran- 
worth. On tho death of Mr. Phinn, 
Q.C., in 1805, lie was nominated 
Judge Advocate of the Fleet and 
Counsel to tho Admiralty. Uo 
was also elected a bencher of liis 
Inn j ho twice served us treasurer 
of that honourable society j and ho 
was n member of tho Council of 
Legal Education. During his pro¬ 
fessional career ho was eouusol in 
almost every case of importance 
on tho Oxford Circuit, of which, in 
course of time, lie became the 
acknowledged loader. Some of his 
famous cases have been the defence 
of Cuffy tho Chartist, of Mercy 
Newton in her three trials, of Mrs. 
Firebraco in tho Divorce Court, of 
Poole for the Mltliam murder, and 
Mr. Edmunds for the murder of 
his wife. Uo was also Kir Alex¬ 
ander Coeklmrn’s junior in tho 
prosecution of Palmer, the Ktigeley 
murderer. In liis attempts to enter 
Hie House of Commons in the Con¬ 
servative interest, Mr. Huddleston 
was unsuccessful at Worcester in 
1H52, at Shrewsbury in 1857, and 
at Kidderminster in 1850 and l KG I, 
In 18(15, however, he was elected 
for Canterbury, and he represented 
that city for three years, being 
defeated at the general election of 
1808. While lie represented this 
constituency lie brought forward 
the Hop (Provolition of Frauds) 
Bill, which was added to the 
Statute Book. At the election for 
Norwich in July, 1870, Mr. Huddle¬ 
ston was the unsuccessful candi¬ 
date j but at tlio General Election 
of Feb. 1874 he was elected for 
that city by a majority of 47 votes 
over his former antagonist, Mr. 
Tillott. At the beginning of the 
year 1875, on the retirement of Kir 
J. Cnrslako from the Atiornoy- 
Gonoralship, and the promotion of 
Sir E. Buggallay to that post, tho 
Solicitor- Goneralsh ip was offered 
by Mr. Disraeli to Mr. Huddleston, 
who, however, declined it in conse¬ 
quence of the apimohendod diffi¬ 
culty of hooping his seat nt Nor- 
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wioli. Mr. Huddleston continued 
to represent that city until Fab. 22, 
1873, when, on the resignation of 
Hr. Justice Honyman, lie was 
appointed by the Crow, on the 
recommendation of Lord Chan¬ 
cellor Cairns, to a puisne judgeship 
of the Court of Common Tleas. 
He sat in the Common Pleas hut a 
short time, however, for in Hay, 
1873, on the death of Sir Cillery 
Pigott, his old companion and co- 
leader of the Oxford circuit, lie 
was nominated one of the Barons 
of the Court of Exchequer. On 
this occasion he received the 
honour of knighthood. Sir John 
manned on Dec. 18, 1872, Lady 
Diana do Vero Beauclerk, daughter 
of the eighth duke of St, Albans. 

HITEFFER, Francis, Ph.D,, was 
bom in 1813, and devoted himself 
to the study of modern philology 
and music in London, Paris, Ber¬ 
lin, and Leipzig. Hie first pub¬ 
lication (1869) was a critical edition 
of the works of Guillem de Cnbes- 
tanh, a troubadour of the 12Lh 
century, for which the University 
of Gottingen conferred upon him 
the dogreo of Ph.D. A more ex¬ 
tensive work on the same subject, 
entitled " Thu Troubadours: a His¬ 
tory of Provencal Lifo and Litera¬ 
ture in the Middle Ages,” was 
published in 1878 j and in the 
same year Hr, Hueffor was ap¬ 
pointed musical critic of the Times 
In 1880 he delivered a series of 
lectures on the Troubadours at 
the Royal Institution. As a 
writer on music and a musical 
critic, Mr. Ilueffer has been the 
first in England to advocate the 
claims of Richard Wagner, whose 
works were ten years ago almost 
unknown in this country. His first 
work on the subject, "Richard 
Wagner, and the Music of the 
Future,” was published in 1874; a 
more comprehensive biography of 
the master from his pen appeared 
as the first volume of a series of 
lives of "The Great Musicians” 
1881, A collection of "Musical 


Studies,” roprinted fromtho Times, 
the Fortnightly Reuieia , and other 
periodicals, appeared in 1880. The 
work has boon translated into 
Italian by Signor Alberto Visetti, 
and published at Milan in 1880. 
In liis critical writings Mr. Itueffer 
warmly espoused Llie cause of a 
national English opera, and ho 
wroto tho libretto of a musical 
drama, "Colomba” (muaie by Mr. 
A. 0. Mackenzie) for the English 
opera season at Drury Lane in 
1883. liis volurno of essays, en¬ 
titled " Italian and other Studies,” 
also appeared in 1883. In 18S6 lie 
jiroduced a second opera in con¬ 
junction with Mr. Mackenzie. It 
is entitled "The Troubadour,” 
and Guillem de Cnbestanh, the 
Provencal poet previously men¬ 
tioned, is tho hero. The first 
performance took place at Drury 
Lane Theatre, June 8, 1886, and 
was vory favourably received. 

HTJGGIKS, William, F.R.S., 
D.C.L. (Oxon.), LL.D. (Cantab, et 
Edin.) Ph.D. (Leyden), was bom 
in London, Feb. 7, 182J., and re¬ 
ceived bis early education at the 
City of London School. He after¬ 
wards continued hia studies in 
mathematics, classics, and modern 
languages with the assistance of 
private masters. Much of his time 
wa s given to experiments in natural 
philosophy, and he collected appa¬ 
ratus by the use of which he gained 
considerable practical knowledge 
of the elements of chemistry, 
electricity, magnetism, and other 
branches of physical science. In 
1852 he was elected a member of 
the Microscopical Society, and for 
some years he applied himself with 
much assiduity to the study, with 
tho aid of the microscope, of animal 
and vegetable physiology. In 1855 
Mr. HugginB erected an observa¬ 
tory at his residence at Upper 
Tulse Hill, and occupied himself 
for some time with observation of 
double stars, and with careful 
drawings of the planets Mors 
Jupiter, and Saturn. From tho 
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first establishment of his observa¬ 
tory it was hia desire not to con¬ 
tinue in the beaten track of asti*o- 
nomical observation, but, if pos¬ 
sible, to bring to bear upon the 
science of astronomy the practical 
knowledge* lie had obtained of 
general physics. For his impor¬ 
tant researches, Mr. Huggins ro- 
coivod, in Nov. I860, one of the 
Royal Medals placed at the dis¬ 
posal of the Royal Society, of which 
he had previously, on June 1, 18G5, 
been elected a Fellow, In 1807 the 
Gold Medal of the Royal Astro¬ 
nomical Society was awarded to 
Mr. Huggins and Dr. Miller for 
their conjoint researches. Mr. 
Huggins has since continued liis 
prismatic researches by a re-exa¬ 
mination of the nebuleo with a 
more powerful spectroscope, by 
which his formor results have 
boon confirmed. Holms also exa¬ 
mined the spectra of J'our comets, 
and has found that the greater 
part of the light of these objects 
is different from solar light. Mr. 
Huggins has made observations of 
tlio spoctra of the solar promi¬ 
nences, and dovised the mothoci 
by which the forms of these objects 
may be seen. Ho lias also suc¬ 
ceeded in detecting the lioat re¬ 
ceived at the earth from some of 
the fixed stars. From 1875 Mr. 
Huggins has been engaged in ob¬ 
taining photographs of the ultra¬ 
violet portions (invisible to oyo 
observation) of the spoctra of the 
stars. This difficult research has 
led to important results, and has 
opened up quite a new field of work 
to tho astronomer ; it furnishestho 
only data we at present have as to 
the probable relative agos of tho 
stars, and of the sun. Mr. Huggins 
has extended this method of re¬ 
search to two comets, and to tho 
Great Nebula in Orion, in each 
case now results of importance 
being obtained. Forthoso newer 
researches, and for that on tho 
motion of stars in tho lino of 
Bight, Mr. Huggins has a second 


time received a medal from tho 
Royal Society, the Romford Modal 
being conferred upon him in 1880 j 
also a Prhr Vat/. (1883) from tho 
Institute of France j tho gold 
medal of tlio Royal Astronomical 
Society for tho second time (1885). 
Mr. Huggins delivered tho Rede 
Lecture at tho University of Cam¬ 
bridge in 1809, when ho gave an 
account of his rcsearchoB in astro¬ 
nomy by moans of the Bpoctrnscojm. 
In May, 1870, lie received the 
honorary degree of LL.D from 
the University of Cambridge; and 
at the Commomomtion at Oxford 
the same year, the degree of 
D.C'.L. On the occasion of the 
meeting of tho Oritisli Association 
at .Edinburgh, in 1871, ho was 
evented honorary LL.D. of that 
uuivorsity. A large Leluseope of 
liftuon inches aperture, by Messrs. 
Grubb, of Dublin, constructed at 
the expense of the Royal Society, 
was placed, in 1871, iu Mr. Hug¬ 
gins's hands, and fixed in Iho ob¬ 
servatory erected by liim at Upper 
Tulge Hill. In July, 187fi, lie was 
elected a Foreign Member of tho 
ancient university, Dei Liueei, at 
Rome. In tin 1 October of the same 
year tho Academy of {Sciences of 
Paris awarded the Lalande Prize 
for Astronomy to Mr. Huggins, as 
an aeknowlcdgmenfc of his re¬ 
searches in tho physical consti¬ 
tution of the stars, planotH, comets, 
and nobul&o. The Emperor of 
JJmzil, who has twice paid long 
visits to Mr. Huggins’s observa¬ 
tory, honoured him with the dis¬ 
tinction of Commander of tho 
Order of Lho Itoso in March, JH7J, 
About tho same time 1m was 
elected a Foreign Mem)mi’of tho 
Royal Society of Denmark, and 
also of the Philosophical Socdoty of 
Lund. In Jan, L871-, lm received 
tho honour of being elected a 
Corresponding Member of tho 
Academy of Science of Paris. At 
tlio tercentenary commemoration 
of tho university of Leyden, In 
1875, Mr. Huggins received tlio 
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honorary degroe of Doctor of Phy¬ 
sics and Mathematics. In 1877 lie 
was elected a Corresponding Mem¬ 
ber of the Royal Society of Grottin- 
gon, and a member of the Royal 
Society of Bohemia : he is also mu 
honorary Polio w of the Royal 
Society of Edinburgh., and of 
various other learned Societies at 
homo and abroad. Mr. Huggins 
was President of the Royal Astro¬ 
nomical Society of Great Britain 
from 187G to 1878. 

HUGHES, Lieut. - Col. Edwin, 
M.P., was born at Droitwioh, 
Worcestershire, May 27, 1832, and 
educated at the Grammar School, 
Birmingham. He afterwards be¬ 
came clerk in a lawyer’s office 
at Woolwich, and in 1800, at the 
age of twenty-eight, began prac¬ 
tice as a solicitor at Woolwich. 
The same year ho was elected 
fourth on the poll to the Woolwich 
Local Board. Ho had been secre¬ 
tary to the Mutual Building 
Society for five years, but now 
started a now building society, the 
Kent and Surroy, became solicitor 
to it, and was appointed Conserv.v- 
livo agent for Woolwich district. 
In 1883 he was elected ve&try-clorlc 
of Plumstead, and afterwards a 
member of the Plumstead District 
Board. Ho was also elected a 
director of tho Woolwich Stoam- 
buat Company, introduced a second 
bank iuto Woolwich, and was ap¬ 
pointed on the committees of all 
local charities and societies, In 
18G2 he was commissioned second 
lieutenant in the Plumstead Ar¬ 
tillery Volunteers, and became a 
prize-winner at many county and 
Wimbledon competitions. In 18G5 
Mr. Hughes was appointed chief 
county Conservative agent, and 
was successful in gaining six seats, 
which have over since been kept 
by tho Conservatives. In 187 L he 
wns transferred to the City of 
London Conservative Association, 
and increased tho Conservative 
majority by thousands, so that in 
1880 they polled two to one, and 


in 1885 four to one. After twenty- 
five years’ exertions ho procured 
tho return in 1880 of two Conser¬ 
vative momhers for Greenwich. 
In 1878 ho started another build¬ 
ing society, the Modoru, and be¬ 
came vico-cliaiiman. He foundod 
a society of vestry-clerks in London, 
called the ,r Metropolitan Local 
Uovoriiment (Officers) Associa¬ 
tion.” He took an active part in 
tho agitation against the School 
Board in 1885, and on the triumph 
of the rr economical” party he was 
olectod to tho post previously hold 
by the Hon. Lyulpk Stanley. In 
1885 ho was elected first member 
for Woolwich by a large Conserva¬ 
tive majority, and again returned 
in 1BHG, after a somewhat unedi¬ 
fying squabble had taken place 
between himsolf, Mr. Boord, and 
Baron K. de Worms, as to the 
representation of Greenwioh. 

HUGHES, The Right Rev. Joshua, 
D.D., Bishop of St. Asaph, born 
at Newport, Pembrokeshire, in 
1807, was educated at Cardigan 
and Ystramourig Soliools, and sub¬ 
sequently at St. David’s College 
Lampeter, under Dr. Ollivant, the 
late Bishop of Llandaff. Having 
taken orders, he began iris career 
in the Church as curate to the late 
Archdeacon Hughes, of Aboryst- 
with. -Subsequently he was pro¬ 
moted to tho incumbency of St, 
David’s, Carmarthen, and soon 
afterwards to that of Abergwili 
(1837), in which parish the Bishop 
of St. David’s resides. When 
there he rebuilt tho parish church 
and restored the Chapel of Llan- 
fihangel-woch-gwili. His popu¬ 
larity there, and tho zoal and 
energy with which he laboured, 
induced the Bishop to prosont him 
to the vicarago of Llandingat, near 
Llandovery, in 1816. There he 
restored the parish church of 
Llandingat, and also that of Llan- 
fair-y-begon, and also built two 
school chapels. He also became 
rural dean, surrogate, and proctor 
in convocation for tho diocese of

St. David’s. In March, 1870, lie 
was nominated by Mr. Gladstone 
to the see of St. Asaph. Bishop 
Hughes is said to he an effective 
preacher both in English and 
Welsh. 

HUGHES, Thomas, Q.C., second 
son of Mr. John Hughes, of Don¬ 
ning ton Priory, near Newbury, 
Berks, by Margaret Elizabeth, 
daughter of Mr. Thomas Wilkin¬ 
son, was bom on Oct. 20,1823, at 
Oflington, in Berkshire, of which 
parish his grandfather was vicar. 
Ilis father afterwards removed to 
Donning!on Priory. In 1830 ho 
was scut to a school nt Twyford, 
near Winchester, and at tlio end of 
the year 3833 ho was roruovod to 
IUigby, whore ho studied under 
Dr. Arnold. Thence ho proceeded 
to Oriel College, Oxford, where 
lie took his B A. degree in 
1813. Previously io this time he 
had turned his attention to poli¬ 
tical problems, and when he left 
Oxford he was an advanced 
Liberal. lie was called to the bar 
at Lincoln’s Inn in Jan. 1848. He 
was one of the members for Lam¬ 
beth from 18G5 tol8G8, when he was 
returned for the borough ofFrome, 
which lie continued to represent 
till Jan. 1874. At the general elec¬ 
tion of Feb. 1871, he was nominated 
as a candidate for Murylebonc, but 
he retired on the day before the 
poll was taken, when 294 votes were 
recorded in his favour. Mr. 
Hughes was appointed a Qucen’B 
Counsel in 1869, and in the fol¬ 
lowing year ho made a tour in the 
United States, In July, 1882, ho 
was appointed Judge of the County 
Court Circuit, No. 9, vacant by the 
resignation of Mr. Yates. Ho is 
the author of " Tom Brown’s 
School Days, by an Old Boy,” 
1857, which passed through several 
editions, and a French version of 
which "imito do V Anglais avec 
Tautorisation de l’auteur, par J, 
Levoisin,” appeared at Paris in 
1876; "The Scouring of the White 
Horse/* 1858, though dated 1859; 


"Tom Brown at Oxford,” 3 vols., 
18G1; "Boligio Laici,” 18G1, boing 
the first of a sories of Tracts for 
Priests and People,” and after¬ 
wards reprinted as "A Layman's 
Faith,” 1808; "The Cause of Free¬ 
dom: which is its Champion in 
America, the North or the South P” 
18G3; "Alfred ihe Great,” in tho 
" Sunday Library for Household 
Beading,” 1809; "Memoir of a 
Brother ” [Geo. 0. Hug lies J, (2nd 
edit., 1873); a Prefatory Memoir to 
Charles Kingsley’s “Alton Locke,” 
1876; "The Old Clmrcli: what 
shall we do with It P” a volume 
directed against the movement for 
tho disestablishment of the Church 
of England, 1878; and " A Memoir 
of Daniel Macmillan,” 1882. lie 
also contributed a preface to 
" Whitmore's rooms ; ” and edited 
J. Ii, Lowoll's "Biglow Papers,” 
1839 j the Comte de Paris' work on 
" The Trade Unions of England,” 
16G9; J. F. D, Maurice’s treatise 
on "Tho Friendship of Books” 
1874; and "Gone to Texas: Let¬ 
ters from Our Boys,” 1885. Mr. 
Hughes married, in 18J7, Anno 
Frances, oldest daughter of tho 
Bov. James Ford, Prebondary of 
Exeter. 

HULL, Edward, M.A., LL.D,, 
F.K.S., Director of tho Geological 
Survey of Ireland, Bon of the Bov, 
J. D. Hull, vicar of Wickham- 
brook, was born in Antrim, May 21, 
1829. lie was extensively em¬ 
ployed upon the Geological Survey 
of Great Britain under tho lute Sir 
II. T. De In Bechc and Sir It. 1. 
Murchison. In 1867 ho was ap¬ 
pointed District Surveyor to tho 
Geological Survey of Scotland, and 
in 3809 Director of the Survey of 
Ireland, and Professor of Geology 
in tho Boyal College of (Science, 
Dublin, oil tho decease of tho 3nto 
Professor Jukes. On tho appoint¬ 
ment of tho Itoyal Commission on 
Coal ^Resources, Professor Hull 
propared an ostimato of the quan¬ 
tity of coal in the coalfields of 
Ireland, and also contributed in- 
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formation on thoso of England, 
which is published in the Report. 
In 1873 ho was elected President 
of tlic Royal Geological Socioty of 
Irolaml, and in 1871 Probident of 
the Geological Section of the 
British Association at its mooting 
in Belfast. In 1879 he received 
the honorary degree of LL.D. from 
the Univor&ity of Glasgow. To¬ 
wards the close of 1883 Professor 
Hull undertook the charge of a 
Scientific Expedition through 
Arabia Petrma, the Jordan Arabah 
Valley, and ‘Western Palestine, 
organised by the committee of the 
Palestine Exploration Fund, for 
the purpose of investigating the 
geological structure of these coun¬ 
tries, and of determining the 
mode of formation of the depres¬ 
sion of the Bead Sea, and of the 
Jordanic Valley. The Expedition 
was accompanied by several natural¬ 
ists, and by Colonel Kitchener, 
R.E., and a narrative of the journey 
lias been drawn up by Professor 
Hull, entitled "Mount Seir, Sinai, 
and Western Palestine/'1885. He 
is the author of several works, of 
which the following are the more 
important : — Memoir on " The 
Phybical Geology and Geography 
of Arabia Petr tea, Palestine, and 
adjoining Districts/' 1880; "The 
Physical Geology and Geography 
of Ireland/' 1878; "The Coal 
Fields of Great Britain/' 1th edit. 

1881; "On Building and Orna¬ 
mental Stones of Great Britain and 
Foreign Countries/' 1872; memoirs 
" On tho Triassio and Permian 
Rocks of tho Midland Counties of 
England," 1809; " On the Geology 
of the Leicestershire Coal Field/' 
1800; "On the Geology of the 
Country around Oldham and Man¬ 
chester/' 1803; " On the Geology 
of the Country around Chelten¬ 
ham," 1857- Mr. Hull is also a 
oontribxitor to the Transactions of 
the Royal and Geological Societies 
of London, Dublin, and other 
towns. 

HUMBERT IV., King of Italy, 


tho eldest son of the late King 
Victor Emanuel, was born March 
1-1, 1814. At an early ago he ob¬ 
tained an insight into political and 
military life under tho guidance of 
his father, whom In 1 attended dur¬ 
ing tho war of Italian Independ¬ 
ence, although ho was then too 
young to take an active part in tho 
struggle. The youthful lioir to 
the throne was more closely con¬ 
nected with the movement tor tho 
unification of Italy, which followed 
the events of 1859. In particular 
lie took part in the work of re¬ 
organizing tho ancient Kingdom of 
the Two Sicilies, and in July, 1862, 
he visited Naples and Palermo, 
where he shared the popularity of 
Garibu Idi. When tho war betweeu 
Prussia and Austria was imminent, 

I Prince Humbert was despatched to 
Paris to ascertain the sentiments 
of the French Government in refer¬ 
ence to the alliance between Italy 
and Prussia. On tho outbreak of 
hostilities be hastened to take the 
field; obtained tho command of 
a division of General Cialdini’s 
army with the title of Lieutenant- 
General ; and was present at tho 
disastrous battle of (Justozza (Juno 
23, I860), where, it is said, he per¬ 
formed prodigies of valour, On 
April 22,1868, he married, at Turin, 
his cousin, the Princess Marguerite 
Marie Thereso Jeanne of Savoy, 
daughter of the late Dulco Ferdi¬ 
nand of Genoa, brother of King 
Victor Emanuel. A son was born 
at Naples, Nov. II, I860, who re¬ 
ceived th e names of Victor Emanuel 
Ferdinand Mary Januarius, and 
the title of Prince of Naples. After 
the occupation of Rome by tho 
Italian troops in 1870, Prince 
Humbert and the Princoss Mar¬ 
guerite took up then- residence in 
tho Eternal City. He succeeded to 
tbe throne on the death of his 
father, Jan. 9, 1878. As he was 
entering Naples, Nov. 17, 1878, a 
man named Giovanni Passanante 
approached the royal carriage and 
attempted to assassinate his Ma- 
o o 
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jesty with a poniard. The King 
escaped with a slight scratch, hut 
Signor Cau*oH, the Prime Minister, 
who was with him, was wounded 
rather badly in the thigh. Pns- 
sananto was condemned to death, 
hut tho punishment was eommuted 
by tho King to penal servitude for 
life. King Humbert received the 
Order of the Garter by the hands 
of the Duke of Ahercoru at tho 
Quirinal, March 2 , 1878. 

HUME, The Rev. Abraham, D.C.L., 
LL.D M of Scotch extraction, born 
about 1813, was educated at the 
Koynl Belfast College, at Glasgow 
University, and afterwards at 
Trinity College, Dublin, in all 
which ho succeeded in obtaining 
honours. Having taught mathe¬ 
matics and the English language 
and literature in the Belfast Jioynl 
Institution and Academy, and tho 
Institute and College at Liverpool, 
he was ordained in 1813, and tho 
bon. degreo of LL. D. was conferred 
upon him by tho University of 
Glasgow, In 1847 ho was ap¬ 
pointed to a new parish in Liver¬ 
pool j and his minute statistical 
inquiries conneotcd with this and 
othor portions of the town threw 
great light upon its moral and 
spiritual condition. The publica¬ 
tion of a summary of the previous 
year’s work from his diary in Jan, 
1837 and 1858, under tho signature 
of "A Lancashire Incumbent/* had 
tho effect of modifying public 
opinion on tho subject of the idle¬ 
ness imputed to the' clergy in letters 
printed in the Time*, lie lias paid 
groat attention to tho promotion of 
education, and to tho advancement 
of useful learning among all classes 
in Liveipool, and is a member of 
sevoral learned societies. Among 
his writings arc " The Learned 
Societies and Printing Clubs of the 
United Kingdom/* published in 
1817} “ St. Hugh of Lincoln, or an 
Examination of a Curious Tradition 
respecting tho Jews/* 1840;" Philo¬ 
sophy of Geographical Names/* 
1851 j " Geographical Terms, as 


illustrating and enriching the 
English Language,” 1859 j "Topo¬ 
graphical, Historical, and Philo¬ 
logical Essays, reprinted from the 
Ulster .lullnull of Archeology ; ” 
various pamphlets in defence of 
tho Established Church; Essays 
on Elemontary education; and 
single sermonH. in 1807 ho was 
sent on a surveying tour by tho 
South American Missionary Society, 
find explorod tho west coast, es¬ 
pecially in Peru and Chili. In 
1809 ho was awarded tlio Cunning¬ 
ham prize by tho Koyal Irish 
Academy, for a valuable essay on 
the Irish Dialect, accompanied by 
a largo glossary of words and 
phrases. In 187i> ho was appointed 
to an honorary cauonry in Chester 
Cathedral, Ho was one of those 
who contended for years that Livor- 
lx>ol should have a Bishop,- oud, 
aoling os SucreLary of the Com¬ 
mittee, he published four pamphlets 
on tho subject, in 1881 ho con¬ 
ducted a "Crood Census** of the 
whole diooese, obtaining replies 
from tho people with readiness; 
and in 1882, when a Cenbus of 
lieligious Worship for tho Diocese 
was taken in all tho churches, it 
was tabulated and reduced to order 
by Canon Hume. Ho has alho 
written an " Ecclesiastical Hibtory 
of Liverpool/* which was published 
in tho first number of the * * Diocebau 
Calendar/* 

HUMPHREY, The Rev. William, 
S.J., eon of John Humphrey, Estp, 
J.P.,of Pitmodden, Aberdeenshire, 
waB horn at Aberdeen, July 31, 
1839. lfe was oducatod at Maris- 
elial College, Aberdeen, anti is a 
member of the General Council of 
the University of Aberdeen, He 
studied law at tho University of 
Edinburgh; was ordained a clergy¬ 
man of the Church of England by 
Dr, Forbes, Bishop of Brechin, and 
held the living of St. Mary Mag¬ 
dalene, Dundoo. Ilo became a 
Homan Catholic in March, 1808, and 
i went to Homo, whore he mado liis 
| theological studies at tho Collegia 
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Romano. Ho was ordained priest 
by Cardinal Manning, in 1871, and 
served on tlio mission in London 
till 1871, when ho entered the 
Socioty of Jesus. Father Hum¬ 
phrey is tho author of " The Divine 
Teacher,” and several sermons, and 
3ms contributed to the “Catholic 
Academia" and tho Month. 

HUMPHRY, Sir George Mur¬ 
ray, M.D., born July, 1820, ut 
Sudbury, in Suffolk, is tho son oi 
a barrister-at-law. Ho was ap¬ 
prenticed to Mr. J. G. Crosse, a 
surgeon of Norwich, in 183G, studied 
at tho Hospital of that city, and 
subsequently at Si, Bartholomew’s. 
In 1850 he took his degree of M.D., 
at Cambridge. Ha became Pro- 
fossor of Anatomy in 1800, a mem¬ 
ber of tlie Council of tho College 
of Surgeons in 18G8, of the Court 
of Examiners, 1877, and Professor 
of Surgery at Cambridge in 1883. 
Sir G. Humphry is tho author of 
“ A Treatise on the Human Skele¬ 
ton " Old Age and Changes 
Incidental to it/ 1 1875 ; “ The 
Hunterian Oration,” 1879; and 
various articles iu the Journal of 
Anatomy , &c. He was knighted iu 
1881. 

HUNT, Alfred William, M.A., 
R.W.S., was born at Liverpool in 
1820, and educated at the Col¬ 
legiate School in that town. In 
18J3 he gained a scholarship at 
Corpus Christi College, Oxford. 
In 1851 he won the “ Nowdigato,” 
and in 1852 took his degree with a 
second-class in classics. In tbe 
following year he became a Fellow 
of his College. He first exhibited 
in the Royal Academy, in 185 1, 
* e Styehead Pass, Cumberland.” In 
1850 he made a first success in the 
Academy, with his picture " Llyn 
Idwal," which was much praised 
by Mr, Buskin ; and the same year 
he became a member of the Ho¬ 
garth Club, which was then just 
founded, and was the centre of 
pre-Raphaelite force. Mr. Hunt's 
next year's pictures were also 
much admired by Mr. Buskin, but 
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they wore unfortunately hung, and 
Mr. Buskin's comments on their 
hanging were of a kind that did 
not advance tho artist's fortunes 
for the future. He continued, 
however, at intervals, to exhibit 
in the Royal Academy until 1802, 
when ho was elec tori an Associate 
ol‘ the SocioLy of P,nutorsin Water 
Colours, of which lie w.w made a 
full luomhor two years later, aud 
for about seven ye.u’s woilced only 
in that medium. In 1870 lie again 
sent a picture to the Academy, aud 
has since thou exhibited both oil 
and water-colours. Mr. Hunt’s 
best known pictures since that 
time are:" Loch Marco ; u (lr G orin^ 
Lock j” “ Dnnstanhorough Castle; 

" A Mountain joyous with Leaves 
and Streams ;" “ Summer Days for 
Me i " " Whitby : Mornmg " and 
" Evening j” “Leafy June;" "Tho 
Wreck of the Globe;” “Whitby 
Churchyai’d;" and “Sonning." 
Mi ( . Hunt's water-colours are so 
numerous, that it is difficult to 
make a selection from them. Per¬ 
haps the most important are the 
“Durham;" “The Rainbow;*' 
“ Ullswator ;" “ Llandocwyn ;" 

“Loch Corinslc;" and “A Land 
of Smouldering Fire.” A large 
number of fine specimens of his 
art were grouped together at one 
of tho Winter Exhibitions of the 
Grosvenor Gallery a few years ago, 
and a large collection of his works 
in water-colour and oil was shown 
at tho Fine Art Society's Rooms in 
188-1. Mr. Hunt is generally con¬ 
sidered to be the most distinguished 
follower of Turner, and the chief 
upholder of the system of land¬ 
scape art which endeavours to unite 
truth of light and poetical feeling 
with fidelity to nature. In 1882 
Mr, Hunt was elected Honorary 
Fellow of Corpus Christi College, 
Oxford. 

HUNT, Sir Henry Arthur, C.B., 
born in 1810, is a son of James 
Hunt, Esq., of Westminster. He 
is Consulting Surveyor to Her 
Majesty's Office of Works, a part- 
o o 2 



ner in the firm of Messrs. Hunt, 
Stephen son, and Jones, Surveyors, 
London, and Receiver-General for 
the Lean and Chapter of "West¬ 
minster. lie was knighted in July, 
187G. 

HUNT, Robert, F.R.S., horn 
Sept. G, 1807, at Devoniiort, a self- 
educated man, is tlto Keeper of 
Mining Records at tlio Museum 
of Practical Geology, and was the 
first-appointed Professor of Me¬ 
chanical Science to the Govern¬ 
ment School of Minos, lie is heat 
known hy his work on " Photo¬ 
graphy/ 5 published in 1SJ2; "Re¬ 
searches on Light/' ‘"Hie Poetry 
of Science/ 5 and."Panthoa, or the 
Spirit of Nature/ 5 18J0; “Ele¬ 
mentary Physics/ 5 1H5L ; and 
“Manual of Photography/' 7tli 
edition, 1857 5 and is the editor of 
three editions of " lire’s Dictionary 
of Arts, Manufactures, and Minos." 
The 7th edition was published in 
1873, and a supplementary volume 
in 1878. Ho lias devoted special 
attention to tlio chemical influences 
of Dio solar ray8, is the discoverer 
of several important photographic 
processes, and has contributed to 
a more perfect knowledge of the 
influences of light, heat, and actin¬ 
ism (the chemical principle of the 
solar rays) on the growth of 
plants. Those researches have boon 
published in the "Transactions of 
the British Association," and one 
paper in tlio " Transactions of the 
.Royal Society/ 5 of which Society ho 
has been for many years a Fellow. 
JQo was for flvo years Secrotary to 
the Royal Cornwall Polytechnic 
Society, during which period ho 
was very actively engaged in inves¬ 
tigating tlio phenomena of mineral 
veins and of metalliferous deposits 
in general. Mr. .Robert Hunt, who 
is the author of the “Synopsis/ 5 
and of the "Handbook 55 of the 
Great Exhibition of 1851, and of 
the International Exhibition of 
1802, was the originator of the 
publication of statistical returns of 
the mineral produce of the Uni tod 


Kingdom. Tlis "Mineral Statis¬ 
tics / 5 published nimunlly by order 
of the Treasury, are so much 
valued hy those engaged in metal¬ 
lurgical and mineral industries, 
that in 1SG0 a very handsome 
testimonial, of the value of COO 
guineas, was presented to him. In 
1883 the Treasury abolished the 
Mining Record Oflice, when Mr. 
Hunt received, in consideration of 
his services, an additional retiring 
allowance,tlio "Mineral Statistics , 55 
which ho originated, being trans¬ 
ferred to 1 ho Mine tnspeetors under 
tliu Home Ofliee. lie originated 
the Miners 5 Association of (Join- 
wall and Devonshire, tlio object 
of which is to give the practical 
miner a scientific education, fitted 
for the industry in which ho is 
engaged. This Association, which 
is now incorporated with the Min¬ 
ing Institute, is still actively at 
work. Mr. E. Hunt was appointed 
in 1SCG ono of the Royal (Jonmiis- 
sloners to inquire into tlio quantity 
of coal remaining unworked in the 
.British coal-fields, fn I SB I- ho pub¬ 
lished a comprehensive work on 
British mining, lie lias recently 
received the Diploma of Honour 
from tlio Ilonltli Exhibition, for 
" scrvicos rendered / 5 

HUNT, Thomas Starry, LL.D„ 
F.R.S., was born at Norwich, Con¬ 
necticut, Sept. 5,1825, in 1815 he 
became assistant to Ih-of. Si I liman 
in his chemical laboratory at Yale 
College, and in 1817 was appointed 
chemist and niinernlogibt to the 
Geological Survey of Canada. Ilo 
held this post lor moru than twonty- 
fivo years, resigning it in 1872 to 
accept the chair of Geology in the 
Massachusetts Institute of Techno¬ 
logy, but subsequently relumed to 
Montreal, where ho has siuco re¬ 
sided. Ilis oftrliosl studies wore 
directed especially to theoretical 
chemistry, and the theories lie de¬ 
duced were maintained by him in 
a series of papers in tlio Amcricuii 
Journal of SchncOt beginning in 
1848. Ho litis made very thorough 
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researches into tho cliomie.il and 
minoral composition of rocks, and 
into tho chemistry of mineral 
waters, and lias very fully discussed 
the phenomena of volcanoes and 
igneous rocks. His vicivs on these 
and other kindred questions are to 
he found in an essay on tho " Che¬ 
mistry of the Earth/' in the Report 
of the Smithsonian Institution for 
18GQ, in his address as retiring 
President of the American Associa¬ 
tion for the A dvancement of Science 
(1871), and in moro recent papers, 
llis contributions to American and 
European scientific sociutios and 
journals are very numerous j and 
a collection of many of them was 
published in 1874. He furnished 
many important articles in his 
specialty to Appleton's " American 
Cyciojiaodia" (1871-7G) ,• and is a 
member of the leading learned 
societies of both continents. In 
1881 he published a work on the 
" Coal and Iron in Southern 
Ohio j" and in 1881 an "Account 
of the Progress in ideology in 
1883.“ Hie latest work is " M meral 
Physiology and Physiography/' 
188G. The honorary degree of 
LL.D. was conferred upon him by 
tho University of Cambridge in 
1881, and in 1882 ho received from 
the King of Italy the decoration of 
Officer of the Order of SS. Mauri¬ 
tius and Lazarus. Ho aided in the 
organization of the Royal Society 
of Canada in 1882, of which in 
1884-85 he was president. 

HUNT, ‘William Holman, painter, 
one of tho most prominent of the 
three working members of tho Pre- 
Raphaelite movement, born in Lon¬ 
don in 1827, exhibited his first 
picturo at tho Academy in 1810. 
The earlier works were adopted 
from poetry end fiction, such as 
" Dr. Rocliooli Ife performing Divine 
Service in tho Cottage of Jocolino 
Joliffo at Woodstock/' in 1847; 
"The Plight of Madeline and 
Porphyro/' from Keats's " St. 
Agnes/' in 1848 j and " Rienzi 
vowing to obtain Justice for the 
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death of his young Brother,” 
in 1840. He began that series 
of religious and mystical sub¬ 
jects, whereby he has since made 
himself best known, with “ A 
Converted British Family shelter¬ 
ing a Christian Missionary from 
tlio Persecution of the Druids/’ in 
1850, followed by the symbolical 
"Hireling Shopherd/'in 1852. His 
picture in 1851 was in a different 
class of sentiment,—" Valentino 
receiving Sylvia from Proteus j " 
that of 1853, " Claudio and Isa¬ 
bella," and " Our English Coasts," 
a beautiful study of the Downs at 
Hastings. Three of thoso pictures 
wero awarded .£50 and M0 prizes 
at Liverpool and Birmingham. 
Tho occult meaning of his " Light 
of the World " and of the " Awakon- 
ing Conscience," of 1854, was ex¬ 
plained by Mr. Ruskin in some 
letters to tho Time s. “ The Scape¬ 
goat," of which tho sceno was 
painted upon tho margin of tho 
salt-enonisted Bliallows of the Red 
Sea, was exhibited in 185G. Tho 
"Finding of the Saviour in the 
Temple," exhibited in 18G0, was 
IDerhftps the painting which at¬ 
tracted the most exclusive notice 
of any modern effort. "Isabella 
and the Pot of Basil" wns exhi¬ 
bited in London in 18GG. His 
more recent pictures are "London 
Bridge on the Night of tho Mar¬ 
riage of tho Prince of Wales j" 
"The Aiter-Grlowj" and "The 
Festival of St. Swithin." The 
last-montionod was in tho Royal 
Academy Exhibition of 18(38. Tho 
largest of his works, which exclu¬ 
sively occupied his time during a 
residence of four years in Palestine, 
was finished in 1873. It is styled 
" The Shadow of Death/' and re¬ 
presents a prevision of tho Cruci¬ 
fixion. " Plains of Esdraelon," an 
oriental landscape with shepherd 
and sli cop, taken at Nazareth j ex¬ 
hibited 1877. "The Ship/' an 
illustration of lines from "In 
Memoriam/' represents tho deck 
of a ship by night; exhibited 1878. 
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Ir Portrait of Sir Richard Owen., 
C B./’ exhibited 1880, &c. " The 

Triumph of the Innocents” was 
exhibited in Bond Street in 188G. 
This work was retarded in its com- 
2 >lotion by a defect in the linen on 
which the picture was first under¬ 
taken, the picture exhibited being 
repeated on a i'resh canvas from the 
original design. It 1 cpvesents a 
company of the Spirits of the 
Childron of Bethlehem accompany¬ 
ing the Holy Family on their flight 
into Egypt. A nearly complete 
collection of Mr. Holman Hunt's 
works was exhibited at the Fine 
Art Society’s rooms in 1880 . Mr. 
Hunt has lately written, in the 
Cotdcmjwnny Review, two articles 
of reminiscences of the Pre- 
liaphaelite movement. More re¬ 
cently lie lias, in the columns of 
the Times, led ilio attack upon the 
Hoy id Academy. 

HUNTER, Sir William Ghiyer, 
K.C.JVL.U., M.H., oldest son of the 
late Mr. Thomas Hunter, of Oat- 
teriok, Yorkshire, was born in 
1831, and educated at King’s Col¬ 
lege, London, at Aberdeen Uni¬ 
versity, and at various hospitals. 
He entered tlio Indian Medical 
Service, Bombay Presidency, in 
18 GO, and served through the Bur¬ 
mese War and the Indian Mutiny. 
In 1870 ho was appointed Principal 
of the Grant Medical College, and 
in 1870 Yice-Cliancellor of the 
University of Bombay. Ho retired 
in 1880, and in 1HH3 went out to 
Egypt to serve on the Cholera 
Commission. K«r his services on 
this occasion lie w/ta made a 
K.C.M.G, In 1885 lie entered 
Parliament as Conservative mem¬ 
ber for Central Jlackuoy, and was 
again returned for tho samo con¬ 
stituency in 18HG. 

HUNTER, WilUam Wilson, 
was born July 15, 1810, and edu¬ 
cated at tho University of Glasgow, 
at Paris, and. Bonn. He headed 
the list of Indian civilians ap¬ 
pointed in 1803; and after distin¬ 
guishing himself in Calcutta by 


high proficioncy in Sanskrit and 
tho modern vernaculars of India, 
passed through tho usual appoint¬ 
ments of a civil servant in tho 
Bengal districts. On the outbreak 
of the Famine of 1800, ho was 
selected to superintend public in¬ 
struction in tho pmvince of Orissa 
and the south-wosfccrn division of 
Bengal. At tho end of the dearth 
he received the thanks of tho Go¬ 
vernment, but was invalided to 
England. While on sick leave Mr. 
Iluntor wrote “ Tho Annals of 
Rural Bengal,” which in tho next 
ten yofus passed through five edi¬ 
tions ; and a * f Dictionary of tho 
Non-Aryan Languages of India 
and High Asia,” lor which works, 
on his return to Bengal, ho re¬ 
ceived the public acknowledgments 
of tho Govornor-Goueral and the 
Secretory of State, and the degree 
of LL.D, from the University of 
Glasgow, In 1809 he was attached 
on special duly to the Secretariat 
of the Government of Bengal 5 in 
1870 to that of the Supremo Go¬ 
vernment of India, acting for a 
time us Under-Secret nry j in 1871 
he was appointed Director-General 
of Statistics. As tho first head of 
this department he organised and 
carried out tho statistical survey of 
India. The first census of India 
was taken in 3873. In 1H7G the 
“Statistical Account of Bengal” 
was issued to the public in twenty 
volumes, and an exact smvoy laid 
been made of the m quitch and 
population of each district in Lndia, 
un area “ uijunl to all Europe less 
Russia.” Mr. Hunter again re¬ 
ceived the gazetted llianlm of Urn 
Government. lli«labours had done 
much to throw light on the ciUbOH 
anil management of fominob, and 
to bring them within control; and 
in 1878 ho was appointed among 
the first members of the new Order 
of the Indian Empire, ilia best 
known books nve tho ” Annals of 
Rural Bengal j” 4f Orihsa, or an 
Indian Province under Native 
and British Rule j ” rr Thy Indian 
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Mussulmansj ” "A System of fa¬ 
mine Warnings 5 " " A Life of Lord 
Mayo,” 2 vols. 3 " A Dictionary of 
tlie Non-Aryan Languages of India 
and High Asia j ” " The Imperial 
Gazetteer of India,” 9 vols. j " The 
Indian Empire: its History, 
People, and Products/ 1 1882, which 
consists mainly of tho article 
“ India / 1 in Ilia "Imperial Gazet¬ 
teer / 1 revised, remodelled into 
chapters, and brought up to date. 

HUNTINGTON, Daniel, bom at 
Now York, Oct. 14, 181(5, gradu¬ 
ated at Hamilton College in 1834, 
entered tho studio of S. B, F. 
Morse, in Now York, in 1835, and 
soon produced two noted genre 
pictures, the " Toper Asleep,” and 
the "Bar-room Politician,” and 
several excellent landscapes. In 
1839 he studied in Florence and 
Home, and, on his return to Ame¬ 
rica, painted "Mercy's Dream,” 
and " Christiana and her Children . 1 * 
In 1S44 he again went to Home, 
where he painted the " Roman 
Penitents,” "Italy / 1 "The Com¬ 
munion of the Sick,” and several 
landscapes. In 1851 he visited 
England, where he painted the 
portraits of several distinguished 
porsonagos. With the exception of 
a few years he has been President 
of the National Academy of Design, 
Now York, from 18G2 to the pre¬ 
sent time. Among his later works, 
besides numerous portraits, are, 
" Lady Jane Grey and Feokenham 
in tho Tower,” " Henry VIII. and 
Queon Catherine Parr,” " Queon 
Mary signing the Death-warrant 
of Lady Jano Grey,” "The Good 
Samaritan,” " The Skotclior,” 
" lohabod Crone and Fatima van 
Tassel,” "The Counterfeit Note,” 
another "Mercy’s Dream,” "Tho 
Republican Court,” a number of 
Shaltsperian subjects, " Chocurno 
Peak,” " Philosophy and Christian 
Art,” "Sowing the Word,” and 
" Titian and Charles V,” 

HUNTINGTON, Frederic Daniel, 
D.D., S.T.D., Bishop of the Pro¬ 
testant Episcopal Diocese of Cen¬ 
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tral Now York, was born at Iladloy, 
Mnssachusotts, May 28, 1819. Ho 
graduated at Amhei'Bt College in 
1839, studied divinity at Cam¬ 
bridge, and in 1842 became pastor 
of a Unitarian Church in Boston. 
In J855 ho was elected preacher to 
Cambridge University, and Pro¬ 
fessor of Christian Morals in Har¬ 
vard College. Ho had, about this 
tiino, withdrawn himseli from tho 
Unitarian body, and enmo to the 
University occupying an indepen¬ 
dent position. In 1H59 he took 
orders in tho Protestant Episcopal 
Chur oh; in 1801 was one of the 
founders of the Qlvurch Monthly ; 
and in 18(59 was elected Bishop of 
the diocese of Central New York. 
Besidos a seines of lectures on 
"Human Society as Illustrating 
the Wisdom, Power, nnd Goodness 
of God,” he hns published many 
volumes of sermons and books of 
devotion, together with "Hymns 
of tho Ages” (3 vols., 1800-01), 

HUTCHINSON, Jonathan, F.R.S., 
was born in July, 1828, at Selby, 
Yorkshire, and educated at Selby. 
Ho was admitted a Fellow of 
tho Collego of Surgeons in 18G2. 
He was appointed President of the 
Hunterian Society in 1809 and 
1870 j President of the Pathological 
Society in 1879 and 1880 j of the 
Ophthalmological in 1883, and was 
Professor of Surgery and Path¬ 
ology in tho Royal College of 
Surgeons from 1877 to 1888, This 
distinguished Burgeon was a mem¬ 
ber of the Royal Commission 
appointed in 1881 fco inquire into 
the condition of the London hos¬ 
pitals for small-pox and fever 
cases, and into the means of pre¬ 
venting the spread of infection. 

HUTCHINSON, Thomas Joseph, 
M.D., F.R,G.S.,wasbornatStoney- 
ford, co. Kilkenny, January 18, 
1820. He was educated at Bnnis- 
corthy and Dublin, and, after 
taking his degrees, ho made seve¬ 
ral voyages to Africa as ship’s 
doctor. In September, 1855, lie 
was appointed Her Majesty’s Con- 
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buI for tlie Bight of Biftfraj and, 
in the same month and year, 
received a like commission for tlio 
Island of Fernando Po. He was 
Ac ting-Governor of Fernando Po 
for Queen Isabella of Spain, from 
January to July, 1857- He was 
elected a Fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Society in 1855—of 
the Ethnological Society in 1800— 
of the Royal Society of Literature 
in 18G1—of tlio Anthropological 
Society in 1803—and of Llio Society 
of Arts in 1871. He is Vice- 
President cPhomiour de lTnstitut 
d’Afrique in Paris, and Honorary 
Member of tlio Liverpool Literary 
and Philosophical Society. Ho 
was transferred, as Consul, to 
Rosario, in the Argentine Repub¬ 
lic, on tlio 12th of July, 1801. By 
directions of Earl RushoU ho pro¬ 
ceeded to explore the Salado Val¬ 
ley in search of wild cotton on the 
2 utli November, 1802, and returned 
to his post on tlio 10th of March, 
1803. lie was transferred, ns Con¬ 
sul, to Callao, on the 20th October, 

1870 . Whilst at Callao he was 

nominated by President Pardoo 
one of the fifteen Foundation Fel¬ 
lows of tlio Society of Fino Arts in 
Peru. He resigued his post here 
in May, 1873, on account of failing 
health. ILo is author of "Niger- 
Tshudda-BinuO Exploration of 
1854-55” (lS55)j rf Impressions of 
Western Africa” (1858) j “ Ten 
Years 1 Wanderings amongst this 
Ethiopians ” (1801) ; 14 Buenos 

Ayres and Argentine Gleanings ” 
(1805) j t( The Parana and South 
American Recollections from 1801 
to 1808” (1808) j « Two YearB in 
Peru ** (2 vols*, 1874); and “ Sum¬ 
mer Holidays in Brittany” (187(i). 
Ho is also author of several 
Consular Reports in tlio Foreign 
(Moo Blue-books. Ho retired from 
active service on February 12,1873, 
and was granted n pension by tho 
Lords of the Treasury on Apiil 21, 

1871. lie went as Delegate for tho 
Anthropological Institute of Great 
Britain and Ireland to tho Inter¬ 


national Geographical Congress at 
Venice, in tlio month of Sop Lumber, 
1881 i was electod Foreign Corre¬ 
spondent of tho IttiliunG eographioal 
Society at Romo on the 29tli of 
January, 1882. 

HUXLEY, Thomas Henry, LL.D., 
Ph.D., D.C.L., M.D., F.C.S.Eng., 
F.R.S., was horn on May 4, 1825, at 
Ealing, M iddlosox, and was for some 
years educated at the school in his 
native place, whero his father was 
one of the mastors. This prepara¬ 
tory courso was followed by indus¬ 
trious private study, including 
German scientific literature, and 
medical instruction receivod from 
a brother-in-Liw, who was a physi¬ 
cian. Afterwards ho attended 
lectures at the Medical School of 
the Charing Cross Hospital. hi 
1813 he passed tho first examination 
for the degree of M.B. at the 
University of Loudon, and took 
honours in physiology. Having 
passed the requisite examination, 
he was, in 1R4(>, appointed assibUnL- 
surgoou to H.M.S. Victory, for ser¬ 
vice at Jltiblnr Hospital. His next 
appointment was as assistant-sur¬ 
geon to H.M.S, Rattlesnake, and lie 
spent the greater port of the time 
from 181-7 to 1850 off the eastern 
and northern coasts of Australia. 
Home of the results of the studies 
in natural history for which this 
cruise afforded facilities, appeared 
in various memoirs communicated 
to the Linnean ami Royal Societies, 
ami in a work entitled f ‘ Oceanic 
UydroKoa, a Description of the 
Calycoplioridtu and Pliysoplioridu) 
observed during tho voyage of 
H.M.S. Rattlesnake ” (1859). Mr. 
Huxley returned to England in 
L850, and in tho following year liu 
was elected a Fullow of tho Royal 
Society. In 1852, one of the Royal 
medals was awarded to liiiu. In 
1855 ho was appointed Professor of 
Natural History at the Royal 
School of Mines in Jonuyu-struot, 
and, in the same year, Fullcriau 
Professor of Physiology to the 
Royal Institution, and Examiner 
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in Physiology itnd Comparative 
Anatomy to tho University of 
London. In 3858 lie was appointed 
Oooliian Lecturer to tlio Jioynl 
Society, when ho chose for liis 
subject the 14 Theory of tlio 
Vertebrate Skull.” When, in 18G0, 
it became Professor Huxley's duty 
to give one of the courses of loctures 
to the working men in Jormyn- 
street, lie selected for his subject 
“ The Itelation of Man to the Lower 
Annuals/’ The quesLions arising 
out of this topic became the subject 
of warm controversy at tho mooting 
of tlio British Association in that 
and subsequent years. A summary 
of the whole discussion was given 
in tho work entitled tr Evidence as 
to Man’s Place in Nature/’ 1803, 
and excited great popular interest 
both in this country and abroad. 
Mr. Darwin’s views on the origin of 
species were the subject of Professor 
Huxley’s loctures to tho working 
men in 18(12, which havo been 
published under the title of lectures 
<s On our Knowledge of tho Causes 
of the Phenomena of Organic Na¬ 
ture.” He also delivered lectures 
ou tho “ Elements of Comparative 
Anatomy/’ and on the <r Classifica¬ 
tion of Animals and the Vertebrate 
8 kull.” In 1HG2, in consequence 
of the absence of tho President, it 
devolved upon Mr. Huxley, who 
was then one of tho secretaries of 
the Geological Society, to deliver 
the annual address to the G eological 
Society, and, as President of Section 
D at the meeting of the British 
Association at Cambridge, he gavo 
an address on the 4 ‘ Condition and 
Prospects of Biological Science/’ 
Ho was elected Professor of Com¬ 
parative Anatomy to tho Iiuyal 
Oollogo of Surgeons in 18(33, and 
hold jtliat office for seven years. 
Ho became President of the Geo¬ 
logical and the Ethnological Socie¬ 
ties in 1809 and 1870, and presided 
over the meeting of tho British 
Association held at Liverpool in 
1870. Professor Huxley’s name 
came prominently before tho gene¬ 


ral public in connection with the 
London School Board, to which he 
was eloeted in 1870. Ho took a 
very active part in the delibera¬ 
tions of that body, having rendered 
liuu&elf particularly conspicuous 
by his opposition to denominational 
teaching, and by his fierce denun¬ 
ciation m 1871, of the doctrines of 
the Homan Catholic Church, 
Professor Huxley was compelled 
by ill health to retire from tlio 
Board in Jan. 1872. He was 
elected Lord Hector of Aberdeen 
University for throeyoars Doc. 14, 
1872, and installed Fob. 27, 1874. 
In 1873 he was olccted Secretary 
of the Eoyal Society. During 
Professor Wyvillc Thompson’s 
absenco with tho Challenger expe¬ 
dition, Professor Huxley acted as 
his substitute as Professor of 
Natural History at the University 
of Edinburgh in the summer ses¬ 
sions of 1873 and 187(3. In tho 
latter year he received the Wolhis- 
ton medal of the Geological Society. 
He has received tho honorary 
degree of Ph.D. from tho Univer¬ 
sity of Breslau, M.D. from tho 
University of Wurzburg, LL.D. 
from tho Universities of Edinburgh, 
Dublin (1878), and Cambridge 
(3870), D.U.L. from tho University 
of Oxford (1883), and ho was elected 
a Fellow of tho ltoyal College of 
Surgeons in 1881. He is ft foreign 
and corresponding member of the 
Academies of Brussels, Berlin, 
Gottingen*, Haarlem, Lisbon, 
Lyncei (Eome), Mimich, St. Peters¬ 
burg, Philadelphia, Stockholm; 
of the Belgium Academy of Medi¬ 
cine, of the Koynl Irish Academy, 
tho Eoynl Society of Edinburgh, 
and iho Cambridge 1 Philosophical 
Society. He is a Knight of the 
Pale Shu* of Sweden, a purely 
scientific distinction; is a Fellow 
of Eton College, and a member of 
tlio governing body of that school. 
Mr, Huxley has served on many 
Government and Itoyal commis¬ 
sions, relating to Fisheries and to 
Science, Contagious Diseases, Yivi- 
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section, the Scottish Universities, 
ancl other matters. In 1881 lio 
was appointerl Inspector of Salmon 
Fisheries, at first in conjunction 
with Mr. Spencer Walpole, but 
afterwards alone. In 1885 he 
was compelled by ill health to 
resign this and all his other public 
offices, but he retained his con¬ 
nection with tlio Normal School of 
Science and Royal School of Minos, 
as Bean and honorary Professor of 
Biology, at the request of the Lord 
President. In June, 1870, tho 
French Academy of Sciences elected 
Professor Huxley ft corresponding 
member in tho soction of anatomy 
and zoology, in tho place of tho late 
Russian naturalist, Baer. On 
July 5, 1883, he was chosen Presi¬ 
dent of tho Royal Society in place 
of the lafco Mr. Spottiswoode ; and 
in tho same year he was elected 
by tho council of tho United States 
National Academy as one of their 
foreign members. He delivered 
tho Redo Lecture at Cambridge, 
June 12, 1883, the subject being 
" Tho Origin of the Existing Forms 
of Animal Life—Construction or 
Evolution / 1 Professor Huxley is 
well known as a writer on natural 
science, being tho author of nume¬ 
rous papers published in the 
Transactions and Journals of tho 
"Royal, the Linnean, the Geological, 
and tho Zoological Societies, and 
in tho Memoirs of tho Geological 
Siu'vey of Groat Britain. In addi¬ 
tion to tho works mentioned above, 
he has written, “ Lossons in Ele¬ 
mentary Physiology/’ 1800 ; Gth 
edit., 1872; " An Introduction to 
the Classification of Animals,” 

J801); "Lay Sermons, Addresses, 
and Reviews/’ 1870; 2nd odil. 
1871 j " Manual of the Anatomy of 
Vcrlebmtud Animals/’ 1871; 
a Critiques and Addresses/’ 1873; 
" American Addresses, with a 
Lecture on the Study of Biology,” 
1877; " Physiograxmy: an Intro¬ 
duction to the Study of Nature,” 
1877; ff Anatomy of luvortebrated 
Animals,” 1877 3 ff The Crayfish ; 


an Introduction to the Study of 
Zoology/’ 1879 ; an Introduction to 
tho " Science Primers,” 18S0; and 
" Science and Culture, and other 
Essays,” 1882. 

HYMERS, The Rev. John, D.B., 
F.R.S., born at Ormesby, in Cleve¬ 
land, July 2 G, 1803, was educated 
at St. John’s College, Cambridge, 
where ho graduated B.A. as Becond 
wrangler in 182(5, was oloeted Fel¬ 
low and appointed Tutor of his 
College. Ho was elected Lady 
Margaret’s Preacher in 1811, and 
having discharged several otlior 
university offices, was appointed to 
tho rectory of Branclosburfcou, 
Yorkshire, in L852. Dr. Hymors, 
who is a Fellow of tho Royal and 
Geological Societies, has written 
several Cambridge text-books, in¬ 
cluding “ Tho Elements of Llio 
Theory of Astronomy 3 ” “ Treatise 
on tho Theory of Algebraical Equa¬ 
tions j” " Treatise on Analytical 
Geometry of throe Dimensions; ” 
"Treatise on Differential Equa¬ 
tions and the Calculus of Finite 
Differences ; ” " Treatise on Trigo¬ 
nometry, Plane and Spherical;” 
"Treatise on the Integral Calcu¬ 
lus j ” and a " Treatise on Conic 
Sections,” He published, in 1840, 
with notes and an appendix, 
" Bishop Fisher’s Funeral Sermons 
on Lady Margaret and her Son, 
Henry VII.”

IBBETSON, The Right Hon. Sir 
Henry John Selwin, Bart., M.P., 
only son of the late Sir John 
Thomas Ibbetaon-SolAvin, tho sixth 
bar one l, by Isabella, daughter of 
tho late Genera! John Lovcson- 
Gowor, was born Sept. 26, 182(5, 
and received his academical educa¬ 
tion at Cmnbridgo, in St. John’s 
College. He twice contostod Ips¬ 
wich in the Conservative interest, 
before being returned for South 
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Essex in July, 18051; and after tho 
county wns further divided by the 
bucond Reform Act, lie was elected 
in 1808 for tho western division of 
it, which under the new name of 
Epping Division, ho still represents 
in the House of Commons. He 
brought in and passed tho Bills 
dealing with the Licences for the 
sale of Beer and Wine in 1800 and 
1870. Sir H. Sehvin-Ibbotson was 
appointed Under-Secretary of State 
for the Home Department on Mr. 
Disraeli taking office in the spring 
of 1874. He was chairman of 
the departmental commission ap¬ 
pointed in 1877 to inquire into the 
detective branch of the metropo¬ 
litan polico. In April 1878, hewas 
appointed Secretary to tho Trea¬ 
sury, and he held tliat office until 
the resignation of the Conservative 
Government in April 1880. He 
assumed the name of Ibbetson. 
(which his father had formerly 
homo) in addition to that of 
Solwin in 1867. 

IBSEN, Henrik, a very eminent 
Norwegian poet and dramatist, 
was horn at Skicn, March 20,1828. 
Ho at first studied medicine, but 
soon abandoned that profession for 
literature. Under til e pseudonym 
of Urynjolf Bjjarme he published 
in 1850 “ Catilina,” a drama in 
three acts. In ihc same year he 
entered llio University, where, in 
conjunction with others, kefoundocl 
a literary journal, in the columns 
of which appeared his first satire, 
“ Nora et Dukkehjem ” Through 
tho influence of Ole Bull, the 
violinist, he became director of 
the theatre at Bergen, and in 1857 
went to Christiania, where several 
of his phi# s were produced with 
complete success. For some time 
he lived in Borne, and in 1866 
obtained from tho Storthing a 
pension. His best known works 
are “ Fru Inger til Oesteraad,” 
1857 j " Haer Maondene pua 
Helgoland," 1838 j Cf Brandt,” 
1866 } « Peer Gynt” 1867 ; “De 
Unges ForbumV,” 18G9j "Reiser 


og Galc-dacor,” 1873 ; and a volume 
of poems, " Lyriske Digte,” 1871. 

IGNATIEFF, NiokSas Favlo- 
vitcli, a Russian general and diplo¬ 
matist, was bora in 1832. He is the 
son of Count Paul Ignaticft, a cap¬ 
tain of infantry, who, at the time 
of the military insurrootion tliat 
occurred at St. Petersburg in con¬ 
sequence of the somewhat forcible 
accession of the Grand-Duke 
Nicholas to the throne of Russia in 
1823, was the first to pass over, 
with his company, to the bide of 
the new Czar—a defection which 
ensured the triumph of tho latter, 
and gained for Captain Ignatieff 
nnd his family the powerful protec¬ 
tion of Nicholas 1. Tho subject of 
this notice had at the vory outset 
of his career the Emperor for his 
god-father. Ho was educated at 
the Corps des Pages, and, according 
to custom, quitted that Bolect estab¬ 
lishment for young aristocrats to 
outer tho Guard. At the be¬ 
ginning of the Crimean war lie 
served with his regiment at Bevel, 
in tho Baltic provinces, under 
Count Berg, to whose staff he was 
attached. Towards the end of tho 
war Ignntieff followed his general 
to Finland. He then passed from 
the military to the diplomatic ser¬ 
vice, finding his point of transition 
in tlie military attacheship to the 
embassy at London, His cliiof 
performance an this capacity was & 
report on England's military posi¬ 
tion in India, which so pleased tho 
Emperor that he summoned Cap¬ 
tain Ignatieff to "Warsaw for a per¬ 
sonal interview. In 1858 TguatieJT, 
now a colonel and aide-de-camp to 
the Emperor, wob sent on a special 
mission to Khiva and Bokhara. 
He was afterwards made a major- 
general in the Impeliai suite, and 
sent as plenipotentiary to Felrin 
(I860), where he concluded a treaty 
by which the province of Ussuri 
was ccdod by China to Russia. On 
his return to Russia he was made 
Director of the Asiatic Department 
in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
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In 18G4- ho was appointed Minister 
at Constantinople, where his lega¬ 
tion was afterwards (18G7) raised 
to the rank of an embassy. Apart 
from his rank as ambassador, he 
was a lieutenant-gcuorftl, and 
general aide-de-camp to the Em¬ 
peror. The object which General 
Jgnatiott steadily pursued at Con- 
si antinople was to secure for Unsaid 
a powerful influence over Turkey. 
He completely reassured the Into 
Sultan Abdul Aziz as to the inten¬ 
tions of the Government of St. 
Peters Jru'g, wJiile on the other 
lmnd lie gained tlio good-will of the 
Cluistian buhjocls of the Porte by 
his court eons behaviour and liia 
simulated anxiety to protect them. 
In the negotiations between the 
various European Powers prior 
and subsequent to the war between 
Russia and Turkey* General Tgnu- 
tielT took a very prominent part. 
He was recalled from the embassy 
at Constantinople May 2, 1878, 
when Prince Lubimoil was sent 
there in his place. Afterwards lie 
was appointed Minister of the In¬ 
terior, from which post ho was 
dismissed in June, 1882, Ho re¬ 
in ftinod, however, a member of the 
Council of the Empire, and was 
appointed a Senator and President 
of the A cadomy. 

INOE, The Rev. William, D.D., 
eldest son of the late William Inco, 
sometime President of the Pharma¬ 
ceutical Society of Great Britain, 
wjis born in thojmrisli of St. James's, 
Clerkenwoll, Juno 7, 1825, and 
educated at King's College, Lon¬ 
don, and Lincoln College, Oxford, 
where he gained a scholarship in 
3KIB. He graduated J3.A. wiLli 
Pirsl Class in CLihsies in 181(5, nml 
became Jfrllow of Exeter College 
in 1847, n Bub-rector of Exeter, 
1857—1878, when ho was appoint ud 
Regius Professor of Divinity anil 
Canon, of Ohri&fc Church in Bitooos- 
sion to Dr, Mozloy. Or. Incu was 
Whitehall Preacher, IHGO—02, 
Public Examiner of Oxford, 180(5— 
08, Chaplain to the Bishop of Ox¬ 


ford, 1871. Go lma published 
•* Some Aspects of Christian 
Truth/’ 1S02j "Religion in tho 
University of Oxford/’ 187 Lj and 
various uuivorsiiy and college 
sermons, 

IKGELOW (Misb), Jean, daughter 
of William Ingclow, Esq., of a 
Lincolnshire family, was born at 
Boston, Lincolnshire, in 1820, and 
is the author of " Poems by Joan 
Bigelow/’ 18(53 (23rdedition); "A 
Story of Doom/’ 18(17; and a third 
volume of poems published in 1885. 
She has also written various prose 
books, "Stories told to a Child/’ 
"Mopsa the Hairy/’ 18G0j "Studies 
for Stories/’ Ac. Also lour novels, 
« Off the Skolligs,” 1872 ; « Paled 
to be Proe/’ " Sarah do Borengor/* 
and ,f Don John/’ 1881. 

INGERSOLL, Robert G., was born 
at Dresden, New York, in 1833, The 
family removed to Illinois in 1815, 
where Hubert studied Jaw, was 
admitted to the Bar, and entered 
political Hie as a Democrat. Ho 
was nominated for Congress in 
18(50, but was defeated. In 38(52 
he entered the army ns Colonel of 
a regiment of cavalry, find wiih 
taken prisoner, but was exchanged. 
Returning to civil life ho been mo 
a Republican, and in 18(58 was 
made Attorney-General of Illinois. 
At the Republican Convention of 
18/(5 liis speech, in proposing Mr. 
BJainc’s name for llio Presidency, 
nrouHed general attention for its 
eloquence, and since that time 
Colonel Ingersoll lima boon promi¬ 
nent before tho country us a 
public speaker. He has often ap¬ 
peared upon tlio lecture platform 
in advocacy of views opposed to 
Christianity and lo tlio orthodox 
conception of tho Dibits views 
which lie has nlho mnintituled in 
contributions to periodicals. It is 
chioily to this scepticism that lie 
owes his celebrity, lie resides in 
Washington, where lie lias a lucra¬ 
tive law practice, ilo has pub¬ 
lished " Tho GodH and other 
Lectures/’ 1878; •* Prose-Poems 
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ami Selections/' 1881 j oncl "Lec¬ 
tures Complete/' 1883, 

INGHAM, Sir James Taylor, is a 
younger son of iho Into Mr. Joshua 
Ingham, of JBlttke Hull, in the 
West Hiding of Yorkshire, by- 
Martha, daughter of Mr. James 
Taylor, of Halifax. Ho was horn 
in 1805, and educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated M.A. in 1832. He was 
called to the Bar at the Inner 
Temple in 1832, joined the North¬ 
ern Circuit, and practised at the 
West Hiding Sessions. In 1819 
he was appointed one of the magi¬ 
strates of the Thames Police Court, 
whence he was subsequently trans¬ 
ferred to the Hammersmith and 
Wandsworth Police Courts. He 
succeeded the late Sir Thomas 
Henry as Chief Magistrate of the 
police courts in London in July, 
1870 , when he received the honour 
of knighthood. Ho married, in 
1835, Gertrude, daughter of the 
late Mr. James Penrose, of Wood- 
liill, co. Cork. 

INGLEFIELD, Admiral Sir Ed¬ 
ward Augustus, C.B., F.R.S., son of 
the late Admiral Samuel Hood 
tnglofiold, C.B., by Priscilla Mar¬ 
garet, daughter of Admiral Albany 
Otway, was born at Cheltenham in 
1820. He was educated at the 
Royal Naval Collage, Portsmouth, 
and entered the Navy as a first- 
class volunteer on board Her Ma¬ 
jesty's ship Etna, in 1831. Having 
seen some active service in several 
ships on the South American and 
West Indian stations, and in 1840 
taken part in the operations on the 
coast of Syria, where he formed 
one of tho storming party at the 
capture of Sidon, and assisted at 
tho bombardment of Acre, he was 
invested with the rank of Lieu¬ 
tenant on the occasion of Her 
Majesty visiting Scotland in the 
Royal George yacht in 1842, and 
afterwards acted as Flag-Lieu¬ 
tenant to his father on tho South 
American coast. Thore ho com¬ 
manded H.M.S. Gomus at the battle 


of the Parana, where the combined 
hoots of England and France 
effected the destruction of four 
heavy batteries belonging to 
General Rosas at Punta Obligado. 
JIo was consequently confirmed in 
the rank of Commander by com¬ 
mission, dated Nov., 1815. Ho 
became Captain in Oct., 1853, 
attained ling rank in 18(>9, and was 
promoted to Vice-Admiral in 18/5. 
Ho was second in command on the 
Mediterranean station, and super¬ 
intendent of Malta dockyard from 
1872 to 18/7 , and Commauder-in- 
Chief on tho North American 
station from 1878 to 1870. Ilo 
commanded three Arctic expedi¬ 
tions, and was knighted in 1877 
for his Arctic services. He is a 
Fellow of the Royal Society, and 
was nominated a Companion of the 
Bath (Military Division) in 1800. 
Sir JB. Inglefluld is the author of 
ff A Summer Search for Sir John 
Franklin/' and of pamphlets on 
"Maritime Warfare/' "Naval 
Tactics," and "Terrestrial Magnet¬ 
ism.” 

INGLIS, The Right Hon. John, of 
Gloucorsc, son of the Rev. Dr. 
Inglis, minister of the old Gfrey- 
friars Church, Edinburgh, born 
in 1810, was educated at Glasgow 
and at Balliol College, Oxiord, 
where ho graduated B.A. in 1831, 
M.A. in 1837, and lion. D.C.L. in 
1859. Having been called to the 
Scotch Bor in 1836, he rose rapidly 
in his profession, was appointed 
Solicitor-General for Scotland in 
Lord Derby's first administration 
in 1852, and a few months after¬ 
wards waB made Lord-Advocate, a 
post which he resumed in Lord 
Derby's second administration in 
1858, in which year he was raised 
to the bench as Lord Justico Clork 
of Scotland. He represented 
Stamford from Feb. to July, 1858, 
and was for many years Dean of 
Faculty. In 1859 he was sworn a 
member of the Privy Council, and 
was made Lord Justice General 
and President of the Court of 
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Session in -Fab., 1867. lie was 
installed as Chancellor of the Uni¬ 
versity of Edinburgh, April 12, 
1869, and in tho same year he re¬ 
ceived from the University of 
Glasgow tlio degree of LL.D. 

INGHAM, John H., was born in 
Loudon, Nov. 16,1849. In 1863 he 
published a small volume of verse, 
subsequently suppressed. This was 
followed, in 1868, by "Worn Syin- 
bolica/* a work on tho folk-lore of 
flowers, which has passed through 
numerous editions. In 1873 ho 
began a aeries of articles in 
English and American periodicals, 
calling attention to misrepresenta¬ 
tions about the life and character 
of Edgar Allan Poe, and in Oct., 
1874, embodied some of tbo results 
of bis investigations ill a short 
n Memoir of Poe,” prefixed to a four- 
voliuno edition of the poet’s works, 
which was followed, in 1880, by an 
exhaustive two-volunio biography 
of Edgar Allan Poo j anew edition 
(in one volume) of which work 
has rocently been prepared. In 
1879, under the name of “ Don 
Polix de Salamanca/’ he published 
a jaxb d’esprit, entitled," Tho Philo¬ 
sophy of Handwriting/' wherein 
the characters of Bovorol cele¬ 
brated contemporaries wore as¬ 
sumed to bo portrayed by their 
ealigraphy. In 1881 he published 
a volume of u Pairy Tales/* trans¬ 
lated from the Spanish of '‘'if or nan 
Caballero/* and in 1882 a collec¬ 
tion of historical sketches, styled 
“Claimants to Royalty.” lie is 
editing a scries of original bio¬ 
graphical manuals, entitled," The 
Eminent Women Sei’ics.” In tho 
winter of 1883 ho published a 
volume of historical ghost stories, 
entitled “ The Haunted Homes of 
Great Britain/* and in 18H1 a 
second series of similar narratives. 
In the same year appeared bis life of 
w Oliver Madox Brown/* the young 
poot-painter, who died in 1874, a 
new edition of whoso works Mr. 
Ingram is preparing for publica¬ 
tion. In 1884, also, Mr. Ingram 


edited an illustrated Edition de luxe 
of Edgar Poo’s “Tales and Poems/* 
in 4 vols., and a selection from 
Poes works, in 2 vols., for the 
Tauehnitz collection. In 1886 lie 
published a monograph on Poe’s 
“ Haven,** mid 1ms ill the press n 
variorum odition of Poe’s (t Poeti¬ 
cal Works/ 1 and a volume of bio¬ 
graphical and critical essays, lie 
is a contributor to many of tho 
leading reviews of Euiopo and 
America, and has occasionally lec¬ 
tured on behalf of educational in¬ 
stitutions. He holds an appoint¬ 
ment in tho Civil Service. 

IN N ES S, George, landscape 
painter, was born at Newburg, New 
York, May I, 1825. At the age of 
sixteen he wont to New York to 
study engraving, but ill health 
compelled him to relinquish it, 
nnd to return to his parent h* home, 
then at Newark, New Jersey. There 
ho spent the next four years point¬ 
ing and sketching, when he again 
went to New York, and after 
spend ing a month btndyiug under 
Gignoux, began his career as a 
landscape painter. He has visited 
Europe three times, once remain¬ 
ing hero four years. His residence 
is at Now York, although he lived 
for a time at Boston, and at 
Engloswood, Now Jersey. Among 
his principal pictures are : “ Peace 
and Plenty/’ “ The Sign of Pro¬ 
mise/* “A Vision of Faith/ 1

IRVING, John Honry Brodribb/ 
actor, was born Pali. 0, 1838, ai. 
Koiuton, near Glastonbury, and 
educated at Dr. Pinches 1 sohool, 
in Goorgo Yard, Lombard Street, 
London, Ho made liis first ap¬ 
pearance on the boards of the Hnn- 
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derland Theatre, Sept. 20, 185G, 
and came out next at Edinburgh, 
Feb. 9, 1857, 2 'emainmg there lor 
rather more than two years and a 
half. On Sept. 25,1859, ho appeared 
at the Princess’s Theatre, where 
he remained about throe months. 
IIo proceeded in April, 1890, to 
Glasgow, tile thoatro of which town 
was then under tho management 
of Edward Glover, and remained 
there until the 291h of tho following 
September. After this he wont to 
Manchester Thoatro Koyal, and 
continued to play there up to 
April 1, 1805. Prom Jan,, 1800, to 
July in that year he was engaged 
at the Princo of Wales’s Theatre, 
Liverpool, and on July 30 was 
engaged to play, with Miss Kate 
Terry, at Manchester, by Mr. Dion 
Boucicault, in an original play of 
his, entitled “Hunted Down.” 
This ]ed to a London engagement, 
when he came out at tho St. James’s 
Theatre as Doricourt in the " Belle’s 
Stratagem.” In Doc., 1807, ho 
proceeded to the Queen’s Theatre, 
and subsequently acted in tho pro¬ 
vinces from time to time, as well 
as at various London houses. In 
May, 1870, he transferred his ser¬ 
vices to the Vaudeville Theatre, 
whero ho appeared as Digby Grant 
in Mr. Albery’s comedy of the 
“ Two Koses,” which character he 
sustained for 300 consecutive 
nights. His subsequent appear¬ 
ance, Nov. 20, 1871, was at the 
Lyceum Theatre, in the “ Bells/’ 
founded on MM. Erolramnn-Cliat- 
rian’s popular novel of the“Polish 
Jew.” Ho afterwards represented 
the principal characters in Mr. 
Wills’s dramas of “Charles I/’ and 
“ Eugene Aram” 1873, and f Riche¬ 
lieu” in Lord Lytton’s play. His 
representation of “ Hamlet ” at the 
Lyceum Theatre (Oct. 31, 1874) 
produced a great sensation among 
the play going public, and opinion 
was at first much divided as to the 
merits of the performance, but it is 
now generally admitted that by 
his rendering of this and of other 


Shakspoarian parts Mr. Irving has 
placed himsulf at the head of Eng¬ 
lish tragedians. “Ilamlet” was 
played for 200 nights, the longest 
run of the play on record. Ho 
appeared in “Macbeth*’ Sept. 25, 
1875, in “ Othello ” in 187G, and next 
as Philip in Lord Tennyson’s drama 
of ,r Queen Mary.” Afterwards 
Mr. Irving played his Shakspearian 
parts in the provincos in Root- 
land and in Ireland. In Jan. 
1877, Mr. Irving added to his 
Shalrspearian repertory by playing 
f Richard III.” at the Lyceum. 
In May of the same year he under¬ 
took the dual characters of Lesur- 
ques and Dubose in “The Lyons 
Mail.” On June 8,1878, he played 
the title role in “ Vanderdecken,” a 
poetical dram a by W. G. Wills. 
The withdrawal of Mrs. Bateman 
from the Lyceum gavo Mr. Irving 
supreme control over the theatre, 
of which he had long been the 
mainstay. It opened under his 
management on Doc. 30, 1878, 
when he played the part of 
“ Hamlet ” for 100 nights. The 
most remarkable inoidents of Mr. 
Irving’s management have been 
the production of u Othello ” (in 
which be alternated the parts of 
the Moor and Ingo with Mr. 
Edwin Booth), “The Merchant 
of Venice,” “Much Ado about 
Nothing,” “Tho Cup,” “Twelfth 
Night,” and “ Faust, all of which 
have been played in conjunction 
with Miss Ellen Terry. A public 
banquet was given to Mr. Irving 
at St. James’s Hall, on July4,1883, 
shortly before his departure with 
the Lycoum company, for a thea¬ 
trical tour in the United States. 
A second visit to America was paid 
in 1884, and before its close Mr, 
Irving delivered an address to the 
students of Harvard University on 
the art of acting—an event equally 
remarkable in the annals of the 
University and of the stage. He 
gave a similar lecture, by the invi¬ 
tation of the Vice-Chancellor (Mr. 
Jowett) at the New Examination 
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Schools,, Oxford* on J ime 20, 18SG. 
In the summer of 1880 Mr. Irving 
and Mies 'Lorry again paid a visit 
to America, returning to London 
in September. 

ISABELLA II. (Maria Isabella 
Louisa), (‘x-Queen of Spain, was 
born at Madrid* Oct. 80* 1880. liar 
father* Ferdinand YLf., had Leon 
induced, by the influence of liis 
-wife, to issuo the Pragmatic Decree, 
revoking tlio Salic law j and at his 
death* Sept. 29* 1833, his oldest 
daughter* then a child, wn& pro¬ 
claimed Queen* under the regency 
of her mother, Mnria-Christmn. 
This oveut proved the signal for 
civil warfare, us> the claims of the 
late king’s brother were warmly 
supported by certain classes of the 
people. The war of succession lasted 
seven years* and the country was 
desolated by the struggle between 
the contending Curlist find Chris¬ 
tina parties* until tlio Cortes con¬ 
firmed the claims of Isabella by 
pronouncing sentence of exile on 
Don Carlos and his adherents, [u 
1810, the Queon-regnaut, finding 
it impossible to carry on tlio 
government without making con¬ 
cessions to public feeling* for 
which she was indisposed, retired 
to Prance* resigning lior power 
into tlio hands of Espnrtero, whom 
she had been previously compelled 
to summon to the head of a flairs. 
Per Iho following three years, 
whilst that constitutional leader 
was able in great measure to direct 
her education anti training, the 
young Queen was subjected to 
purer and bettoi* influences than 
she had before experienced. She 
was declared by a decree of the 
Cortes to have attained her majo¬ 
rity* Oct. 15, 1813* and took her 
place among the reigning sove¬ 
reigns of Europe, Murin-C h ristina 
returned to Madrid in 1815, and 
her restoration to influence was 
marked by the marriage of Isa¬ 
bella It. to her cousin, Don Fran¬ 
cisco d*Assisi, the elder son of lier 
maternal uncle, Don Francisco do 


Paula* which took place Oct. 10, 
181G. Sacrificed to the intrigues 
of a party whose interests were 
based on this uncongenial union, 
Isabella JL. never knew the bene¬ 
ficial influence of domestic happi¬ 
ness, estrangements and reeonci liu- 
tions having succeeded each other 
alto mutely in her married life. Tt 
deserves special mention, however* 
that during her reign Spain rose 
to take rank among tlio great 
powers of Europe* while ilie inter¬ 
nal progress of the country ad¬ 
vanced with rapid strides. On 
•Sept. 10* J8GH, a great revolution 
broke out in Spain, startiug with , 
iho fleet oil 1 Cadiz* and gradu¬ 
ally spreading over the whole 
peninsula. The speedy rusulL was 
Iho formation of a Republican Pro¬ 
visional Government under Prim, 
Serrano* and others* at Madrid, 
and the flight of Queen Isabella to 
Franco. On Nov. 0 her Majesty 
took up her residence in Paris, 
where hIio remained during lier 
exile, with the exception of an in¬ 
terval silent ut Uonuva during the 
Franco-J'russian war. On June 25, 
1870 , she renounced bar claims to 
the Spanish throne in favour of lier 
oldest son, the Prince of the Astu¬ 
rias. After eight years of exile 
she returned to Spain, and was 
received at Santander by lier son, 
tlio lute King Allonso XII. (July 
29* 1870). Queen Isabella lias had 
five children1. Infanta Marie- 
Lsabel- Framboise - iPAasise- Cliris- 
tino-de-Paulo-Dominga* born Dee. 
20 , 1851. 2. Alfonso XIL, late 

lCmg of Spain. 3. Infanta Maria 
dol Pilar, born Juno 4, ibGl.

JEBB, Riohard Claverhouse, LL.D 
horn at Dundee, Aug. 27, 1841, is 
son of Robert Jebb, Esq^., formerly 
counsel for the Revenue in Ireland; 
grandson of tho late Mr. Justice 
Jebb ; and grand-nephew of Bishop 
Jebb; while on the maternal side, 
he is great-grandson of Bishop 
Horsley. He was educated at 
St. Colmnbate College, co, Dublin; 
at Charterhouse School, London; 
and at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
wherohe graduated as sonior classic 
in 1802, and was soon afterwards 
elected a Bellow. As a classical 
lecturer of liis College, he took a 
foremost part of organising at 
Cambridge the system of Inter¬ 
collegiate Classical Lectures, and 
was the first secretory of an asso¬ 
ciation of college lecturers for that 
purpose. Along with Professor 
E, B. Cowell, he was also instru-1 


mental in founding the Cambridge 
Philological Society, of which ho 
was the ffrst secrotary. In i860 he 
was chosen by the Senato to be 
Public Orator of the University. 
In 1871 he was nominated by tlio 
University as a Governor of Char¬ 
terhouse School; in 1872 ho was 
elected Classical Examiner in tho 
University of London ; and was 
also appointed tutor of Trinity 
College; but resigned those posts 
on being called, in 1875, to fill the 
chair of Greek in the University of 
Glasgow. In 1878 he received from 
the King of tho Holloues the Gold 
Cross of the Order of the Saviour, 
in recognition of his services to 
Greek studies, and in the following 
year tho University of Edinburgh 
conferred upon him tho honorary 
Degree of Doctor of Laws. In 188 i, 
on visiting the United States, he re¬ 
ceived thohonoraryDegreo of Doctor 
of Laws from Harvard University. 
In 1885 the Degree of Doctor of 
Letters was conferred on him by 
the University of Cambridge. He 
is the author of a work in 2 vols., 
on "The Attic Orators;” also of 
" Selections fromthe Attic Orators," 
with notes; “The Ohai’acters of 
Theophrastus/* with notes and 
translation; ** Modern Greece; ,J 
" A Primer of Greek Literature; ” 
"A Life of Richard Bentley” (in 
" English Men of Letters** (which is 
about to appear in a German trans¬ 
lation) ; " Translations ” into, and 
from, Greek and Latin; the " Elec- 
tra” and "Ajax” of Sophocles, 
with notos ; and important articles 
on classical literature, history, and 
arcliroology, in the "Encyclopedia 
Britannica/*and Journal of Hellenic 
Studies. He is now engaged on a com¬ 
plete edition of Sophocles, of which 
Part I. (CEilijms Tyrannus), and 
Part II. (CEdfpua Colonous), have 
already been published (Cambridge 
Univ. Press, 1883-5). He has 
taken an active part m promoting 
the study and teaching of Modern 
Greek. In Juno, 1883, his long-

JELlETT, The Rev. Johu 
Hewitt, B.D„ Provost of Trinity 
College, Dublin, born at Cashel, 
Ireland, Dec. 25, 1817, received his 
education at Trinity Collego, Dub¬ 
lin, of which he was elected a 
Fellow in 1810. Ho was appointed 
Profossor of Natural Philosophy in 
the University of Dublin in 1848 j 
a Commissioner of National Edu¬ 
cation in 1808 j and President of 
the Royal Irish Academy in 1809. 


In 1879, on the death of Dr. Luhy, 
he was co-opted hy the senior 
fellows of Trinity College, Dublin, 
as a member of the Senior Board ; 
and in Feb. 1881, he was appointed 
by the Crown to be Provost of the 
Collego in the place of the Into 
Dr. Humphrey Lloyd.

JERMYN, The Right Rev. Hugh 
Willoughby, IU)., Bishop of -Bre¬

Having accepted an 
appointment in Iho West Indies, 
he was made Archdeacon of St. 
Christopher. In 1858 he became

JERVOIS, Lieut-Colonel Sir 
William Francis Drummond, C.B., 
G.O.M.G,, eldest son of the late 
General Jorvois, wuh born at Cowes, 
Isle of "Wight, in 1821, and having 
passed at Woolwich entered the 
Royal Engineers in 182*). For 
seven years from 1H<11 ho was ac¬ 
tively employed at the Cape of 
Good Hope. In 18i2 he acted as 
Brigade-Major in an expedition 
against the Boers, and during 
the throe following years was 
professionally engaged nt various 
frontier stations, making roads, 
building bridges, and establishing 
military posts. In J 845, having 
been appointed Acting Adjutant to 
the Royal Engineers, ho accom¬ 
panied the Chief Engineer over the 
whole frontier of the Capo Colony 
and the settlement of Natal, and in 
tho enrly part of 1810 ho was Major 
of Brigado in the garrison of Capo 
Town, until tlio arrival of Sir It. 
Pottingcr as Governor, and Sir G. 
Berkeley, as Comiminder-in-Cluef, 
with whom ho proceeded to the 
frontier against the Kaffirs. During 
the Kaffir war ho made a military 
survey and map of ICaffravia, a 
work of great difficulty, ably exe¬ 
cuted. From 1818 till 1852 ho 
commanded a company of Sappers 
at Woolwich and ChaLhnan j in tho 
latter year was ordered to the 
island of Alderney,for the purpose 
of designing plans for tho fortifica¬ 
tions, and the superintendence of 
their execution, and in 1854 was 
promotod to the rank of major, 
In 1855 Major Jorvois was trims* 
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ferred to the London district, as 
Commanding Royal Engineer, and 
was nominated by Lord Pauinure a 
member of a Committeo on Barraclc 
Accommodation, -whoso labours con¬ 
tributed much to the improvements 
which have of lato years boon 
effected in the construction of 
barracks, as well as in tlio sanitary 
condition of our troops. In 185G 
he was appointed to tha post of 
Assistant Inspector-General of For- 
tifioations/underSir J ohn Burgoyne, 
and on the appointment of a Royal 
Commission to report upon the 
defences of the country, ho was 
selected by the Government to bo 
Secretary. He was a momber of 
the Special Committee on the 
Application of Iron to Ships and 
Fortifications. In 18G1 he attained 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, in 
18(32 was appointed Deputy Direc¬ 
tor of Fortifications under Sir John 
Burgoyne, and in 18G3 was nomi¬ 
nated a Companion of the Bath, 
and was sent on a special mission 
to report on the defences of Canada, 
Nova Scotia, and New Brims wick, 
on which occasion he visited the 
fortifications at the principal ports 
on the seaboard of the United 
States. In 1861 he was sent again 
on a speciul mission to Canada to 
confer with the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment on the question of the defence 
of that province. On hie return 
to England his report was laid 
before Parliament, and the Im¬ 
perial Government undertook to 
carry out the defences of Quebec 
on the plan recommended by him. 
In addition to his post at the War 
Office, Colonel Jervois was Secre¬ 
tary to the Permanent Dofence 
Committee, under the presidency 
of the Duke of Cambridge. He 
was created a Knight Commander 
of the Order of SS. Michaol and 
George in 187*1, and was appointed 
Governor of the Straits Settlements, 
April 7, 1875. The latter post he

JESSE, George Bichard, son of 
the late Rev. William Jesse, Vi car 
of Margarotting, Esbux, and Pelaall, 
Staffordshire, and nephew of the 
lute Edward Josse, of the Woods 
and Forests Office, author of 
" Gleanings in Natural History,” 
was bom at Caen, in Normandy, 
in 1820. He is a civil engineer, an 
etcher on copper, and the author 
of " Researches into the History of 
the British Dog,” 2 vola., I860. 
He has been engagod in the con¬ 
struction of railways in England, 
Egypt, and India. He has written 
on the Suez Canal, tho projected 
| Euphrates Valley Railway, and 
Indian Public Works. He is also 
a leader of the anti-vivisectionists, 
and has written many pamphlets on 
Hie subject of vivisect ion. 

JESSOPP, The Rev. Augustus, 
D.D., was bom in 1824, at Albury 
Place, Cheahunt, Herts, where his 
father was J.P. for the county and a 
Deputy-Lieutenant. He was edu¬ 
cated at St. John's College, Cam¬ 
bridge, of which he is M.A .; and 
he is D.D. of Worcester College, 
Oxford. He was appointed Head- 
Master of Helston Grammar School, 
Cornwall, 1855 j Head-Master of 
Norwich School, 1850 j and Rector 
of Scorning, Norfolk, 1879. lie 
was preacher before the University 
of Oxford in 1870. Di\ Jessopp is

JOACHIM, Joseph, a celebrated 
violinist, born at Kitsee, nonr Pres- 
burg, in Hungary, of Jewish 
parents, July 35, 1883, entered 
while very young tho Couservatovy 
of Music at Vienna, where ho 
studied under Joseph Bohm, From 
the age of twelvo years ho at¬ 
tracted much attention at Leipzig 
hy his rare skill on his instrument, 
and obtained'an engagement, which 
ho hold for seven years, iii tho or¬ 
chestra of the (i owandlinus. Mean¬ 
while, however, he assiduously pur¬ 
sued his studios under the guidance 
of Ferdinand David, and also re¬ 
ceived lessons in the theory of 
music from MoriU Hauptmann. 
Tn 1850 he paid his ilrst visit to 
Paris, anil in tho name year lie was 
appointed Director of the Concerts 
at Weimar. In 1852 lie became 
Master of the Chnpol Royal nt 
Hanover, After this he appeared 
in moat of the capitals of Europe, 
and paid annual visits to London, 
whore ho gave several series of 
coneorls. In 180*.) he became a 
member of tho Semite of tho 
Berlin Academy, and was nomi¬ 
nated Director of tho School of 
Instrumental Music in the Conser¬ 
vatory of Music then recently 
established in the Prussian capital, 
lie was created an honorary Mus. 
Doe. of the University of Ctun- 
bridgo, March 8, 3877. Kerr Joa¬ 
chim’s fume rests mainly on his 
extraordinary skill us an instru¬ 
mentalist, but lie is too great an 
artist not to keep his own wonder¬ 
ful technical ability always sub¬ 
ordinate to Hie interpretation of 
tho music ho is playing. As a 
composer lie belongs to the school 
of .Schumann. The "Concert ii la 
Jlongroise” is one of his chief com¬ 
positions for violin and orchestra,

JOHNSON, Eastman, was born at 
Lovell, Maine, July 29,1821. In 
1819 ho wont to Dussoldorf, where 
he studied two years, and aftcr- 
waids i ehided for four years at the 
Hague, whore, besides numerous 
portraits, ho executed “The Savoy¬ 
ard” and the “Card Players,” his 
earliest elaborate pictures in oil. 
After visiting the principal Euro¬ 
pean galleries, he returned to New 
York in 1856, where ho still re¬ 
sides. His favourite subjects ore 
the American rustic and negro, 
and glimpses of domestic life, 
though of late years he has de¬ 
voted himself almost exclusively 
to portrait-painting. He revisited 
Europe in 1886.

JOHNSON, The Eight Rev. 
Edward Ealph, Bishop of Cal¬ 
cutta, fifth son of William Pon- 
sonby Johnson, of Castlesteads, 
Cumberland, was bora at Castle- 
steads, Feb. 17,1828, and educated 
at Rugby, and at Wadhani College, 
Oxford (B.A. I860; M.A. 1860). 
He was ordained deacon and priest 
by the Bishop of Worcester—-dea¬ 
con, with a title to the curacy of 
Famborough, in the county of 
Warwick—in 1851. He was ap¬ 
pointed, in I860, to a minor 
canoury in the oathedral of Chester, 
and to the curacy of the cathedral 
parish of St. Oswald. In 18GG the 


Doan and Chapter appointed him 
to the rectory of Northenden, in 
the county of Chester, where he 
succeeded the late Archdeacon 
Woolrough. He was selected by 
the Bishop of Chester, in 1871, to 
fill the post of Archdeacon of 
Chester, upon the resignation of 
the late Archdeacon Pollock. In 
Oct. 1876, he was appointed to tho 
bishopric of Calcutta, vacant by 
the death of the late Dr. Hobart 
Milman. He was consecrated in 
Si. Paul's Cathedral, London, Nov. 
30, 1876. 

JOHNSON, General Sir Edwin, 
Royal Artillery, K.C.B., C.I.E., 
fourth sou of tho late Sir Henry 
Allen Johnson, K.W., was bora 
4th July, 1825, at Bath, and edu¬ 
cated at Addiscombe College. He 
entered the service ns 2nd Lieu¬ 
tenant, Bengal Artillery, 10th June, 
1842, and served in tho Horse 
Artillery during the Sutlej cam¬ 
paign, 1845-16. In 1848 he was 
appointed Deputy Judge Advocate- 
General, and served on the Staff 
under Lord Gough in IS 18-19 during 
tho Punjab War, he was on Sir 
Walter Gilbert’s Staff in pursuit 
of Lhe Sikhs and Afghans alter 
the battle of Goojerat; and wrb 
prosent at the surrender of the 
Sikh army on March 14th, 1819. 
He was appointed A.D.G. to the 
Commander-in-Chief, India, March, 
1855, and Assistant-Adjutant- 

General of Artillery, Deer., 1855. 
ITo served throughout the Indian 
Mutiny in 1857-58, including the 
siege and capture of Delhi, and 
the siege and capture of Luck¬ 
now. In 1862 he was appointed 
bv Sir Hugh Rose, Commander-in- 
Chief m India, to officiate as 
Adjutant-General of the army, and 
in 1865 Assistant Military Secretary 
and extra A.D.C. to H.R.H. the 
Duke of Cambridge. In July, 
1873, he waB appointed Quarter¬ 
master-General in India, on the re¬ 
commendation of Lord Napier of 
Magdala, and Adjutant-General in 
India in the following year, return- 
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ing to England ns a Member of the 
India Council in 1871. Ho was 
appointed Member of tho Viceroy's 
Council in India in Marcli, 1877, 
resigned tlic post in September, 
1880, and became 'Director-General 
of Military Education on 10th 
Hoc., 1884. Sir Edwin Johnson 
has been several times mentioned 
in despatches for service in the 
field, and was wounded at the 
battles on the Hindun against the 
Mutineers in 1857. Has received 
two brevets, three medals and five 
clasps, and is a K.O.B. and a 
Companion of the Order of llie 
Indian Empire, 

JOHNSON, George, M.D., E.R.S., 
was born in Nov. 1818, at Goud- 
luirst, in Kent. Ho was educated 
at tlic Goudlmrst Grammar School 
and at King’s College, ljondon, 
wliero he entered as a medical 
student in 1839. In 1849 ho was 
appointed the first Medical Tutor 
at King’s College ; in 1850, when 
he rcsignod that office, lie was 
elected an honorary Bellow of the 
College • in 1857 he was appointed 
Professor of Materia Medica ; and 
in 1803 ho succeeded the late Dr. 
Goorge Budd as Professor of the 
Principles and Practice of Medi¬ 
cine. In 1876 he was appointed 
Professor of Clinical Medicine, with 
the office of Senior Physician of 
King's College Hospital. Having 
reaiguod these offices in 1836, he 
was elected by the Council Emeri¬ 
tus Professor of Clinical Medi¬ 
cine and Consulting rhysiciun to 
the Hospital. He is a graduato of 
London—M.B., with the scholar¬ 
ship for Physiology, in 181-2 j M.D. 
in 18 J4. In 1862 ho was elected a 
Bellow or Senator of the Univer¬ 
sity of London, and in 1872, a 
Bellow of the Royal Society. In 
1816 ho became a member of the 
College of PhyBiciftns, and in 1850, 
having been elected a Bellow, ho 
was appointed to give the Gul- 
stonian Lectures. In 1877 he de¬ 
livered the Luinloion Lectures, and 
in 1882 the Harveian Oration. He 


has served in succession as Ex¬ 
aminer in Medicine for the College 
Licence, ns a Junior Censor, and 
In&tly as Senior Censor in 1875-70. 
Bor tho usual period of two years, 
from 1881 to 1886, ho was Prosident 
of the Royal Medical and Chirur- 
gioal Society. Dr. Johnson 1ms 
Xmblisliod the following works • 
“ On Diseases of the Kidney," 1852 j 
" Lectures on Bright’s Disease," 
1873 ; “ Epidemic Diarrhoea and 
Cholera," 1855; " Notes on Cho¬ 
lera," 18GG ; “ The Laryngoscope : 
directions for its use and practical 
illustrations of itH value," 1861 j 
also numerous Lectures and Papers 
on various subjocts, especially on 

Nervous Disorders, tho result of 
over-worlc and anxiety;" and 
ff The Pathology and Treatment of 
Diphtheria." 

JOHNSON, The Rt. Hon. William 
Moore, is tho only hou of the Rev. 
William Johnson, M.A., formerly 
Chancellor of Boss and Cloyne, and 
rector of Clonoro, county Cork, by 
Elizabeth Anno, daughter of tho 
ltov. William Hamilton, and was 
born in 1828. He graduated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, taking his 
Bachelor's degree in 1840, and tliaL 
of M.A. in 185G. Ho was callud to 
the Irish Bar in Michaelmas term, 
3853, was apiminted a Quoon’s 
Counsel in 1872, and was Law Ad¬ 
visor to the Crown in Ireland from 
1868 till 1874. Mr. Johnson was 
returned as M.P. for Mallow at the 
general election of April, 1880, and 
on the formation of Mr. Gladstone’s 
administration in tho following 
month lio was appointed Solicltor- 
Gonoral for IroJand, nucl rc-electod 
M.P. for Mallow, lie succeeded 
Mr. Law as Attornoy-Gcnerol for 
Ireland in Nov,, 1881, and was 
appointed Judge of the High Court 
of Justice in Iroland, 1883. Ho is 
a Bcnchor of tlic King's Inns, 
Dublin (3880), and was made a 
Privy Councillor (Ireland), 1881. 

JOHNSTON, Alexander, painter, 
born at Edinburgh in J813, first 
exhibited at tho Royal Academy 
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in 183G. Hie earlier pieces were 
derived from Scottish song and 
story. "The Gentle Shcphord,” 
exhibited in 184.0,, and "Sunday 
Morning/ J in 184)1, from Burns ; 
tff Tlie Covenanter’s Marriage,” in 
1812 ; and " The Covenanter’s 
Burial/’ in 1852. Many of his 
Rnuillor-priuert pieces, " The Higli- 
Lmd Xlomo/’ " The Trysting 
Tree/’ "Introduction of Flora 
Macdonald to Prince Charlie/’ &o., 
have found favour with Art Unions. 
" Lord and Lady Russell receiving 
the Sacrament in Prison/' executed 
in 18 1G, an example of a more 
ambitions] style, is in the Yornon 
Gallery. "Family Worship in a 
Scotch Cottage/' was painted in 
1851. " Melanothon being sur¬ 

prised by a French Traveller rock¬ 
ing the Cradle of his Infant,” the 
first of a new style, produced in 
1854, was followed by " Tyndall 
Translating the Bible," in 1855. 
All these are engraved. " Tho ar¬ 
rest of John Brown the Lollard" 
was painted in 185G, followed by 
"The Pressgang" in 1858, whioh 
was published for the Art Union of 
Glasgow. " John Bunyan in Bed¬ 
ford Jail," in 1861; " The Cottar's 
Saturday Night,”in 1803; "Robin 
Adair," in 1864, and "The Child 
Queen, and her four Maries/' in 
I860. "The Flight of Mary Mo¬ 
dena,” "Charlotte Corday," and 
" Flora Macdonald/' were all 
painted in 1869, and exhibited in 
that year's R. A, Exhibition, The 
last-named was bought by the 
Prince of Wales, "The Elope¬ 
ment of Dorothy Yernon ” was ex¬ 
hibited in 1871. "The Waif/' 
painted in 1877, is now in the 
Sydney National Gallery. 

JOHNSTON, Georgs, M.D. Ed., 
F.R.G.S., M.R.C.S.E., Fellow and 
President of the King and Queen's 
College of Physicians in Ireland, 
in the year 1881-2 Mem. and Ex- 
Pres, Obstetrioal Society, Dublin, 
Ex-Master Rotunda Lying-in Hos¬ 
pital, Dublin, Consulting Phy¬ 
sician Whitworth Medical and 


Surgical Hospital, Driuncondra, 
Dublin, formerly Surgeon-Super¬ 
intendent H.M. Commissioners for 
Colonics South Australia, is a son 
of Andrew Johnston, late Presi¬ 
dent of tho Royal College of Sur¬ 
geons in Ireland, who served in 
the West Indies and Egyptian 
campaign under Sir Ralph Abor- 
cromby as Surgeon in the 4dtk 
Regiment. Ho was born in Dublin 
in 1814, and studied at the Uni¬ 
versity of Dublin, He is a Fellow 
of the Royal Geographical Society, 
and a member of tho Royal Dublin 
Society. Ho is the author of 
" Clinical Reports of the Rotunda 
Lying-in Hospital, Dublin, during 
his sevon years' Mastership, from 
1808 to 1875/'which contain a most 
accurate and valuable body of 
statistics on obstetrical subjects ; 
also of "Clinical Report of 752 
Cases of Forceps Delivery in Hos¬ 
pital Practice j ” and in conjunc¬ 
tion with Dr. E. B. Sinclair of 
" Practical Midwifery." Dr. John¬ 
ston has contributed papers to the 
D ublin Quarterly Journal of Medical 
Science. 

JOHNSTON, Gen. Joseph Eccle- 
ston, was born in Prince Edward 
county, Yirgiuia, Feb, 1807. He 
graduated at thoMilitaiy Academy 
at West Point in 1829, and served 
in various military capacities, 
chiefly in the Topographical Engi¬ 
neers, until the outbreak of the 
civil war, at which time he was 
Quartermaster-General, with the 
rank of Brigadier-General. He re¬ 
signed his commission April 22, 
1861, and entered the Confederate 
service as Major-General. * During 
the earlier part of the campaign of 
1862 he was in command of au the 
Confederate forces in Virginia, and 
was severely wounded at the battle 
of Fair Oaks, near Richmond, 
May 81, In Nov., having been 
made Lieut,-General, he was as¬ 
signed to the command of the 
military department of Tennessee, 
and in the following spring made 
on ineffectual effort to relieve 
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Vicksburg', on the Mississippi, 
which was thou besieged by Gon. 
Grant* After the defeat of Gon. 
Hmgg, at Chattanooga, Nov. 25, 
1805, Johnston was assigned to the 
command of all the Conledemtu 
forces in the south-west, with the 
rank of General. In 180i- he was 
at tlio head of the forces which 
opposed Sherman in his famous 
"inarch to the sea." Compelled 
to fall back from point to point, 
the authorities at Richmond be¬ 
came dissatisfied, and on July IV 
Johnston was ordered by President 
Davis to tmm over his command 
to Gon. Hood. Near the dose of 
Pub. 1805, when Sherman had 
mnrehodinto South Carolina, John¬ 
ston, at the express urgency of 
Gon. Lee, was directed to assume 
the command of the remnant of the 
army of Tennessee, and of all the 
forces in South Carolina, Georgia, 
and Florida, to " drive back Sher¬ 
man." The forco which he could 
concentrate was greatly inferior to 
that of Sherman, and ho was un¬ 
able seriously to check his march. 
Having learnt that Lee had sur¬ 
rendered the army of Virginia to 
Gitmt, Johnston capitulated to 
Sherman at Durham's Station, 
North Carolina. Prom the closo of 
tho war until 1885 ho was engaged 
in agricultural, commercial, and 
railroad enterprises. In March, 
1885, he was appointed Commis¬ 
sioner of Railroads by President 
Cleveland, which position ho now 
holds. lie has published a 
" Narrative of Military Opera¬ 
tions conducted by him during 
tho "War between tho States" 
(1874). 

JOHNSTON, William, M.P. 
(known as Mr. Johnston of Bally- 
kilbeg), was born in Downpatrick, 
Fob. 22, 1829, and received liis 
education at Trinity College, Dub¬ 
lin, where he gradunted B.A. in 
1852, and M,A, in 1850. lie was 
called to the Irish bar in 1872. 
Ho was elected M.P. for Belfast, 
in. tho Conservative interest:, in 


18GS, was re-elected in 1874, and 
sat for that borough till 1878, 
when ho was appointed Inspector 
of Irish Fisheries. JIo hold this 
oilico till 1885, when he was dis- 
luibbcd by Lord Spencer for a 
speech in the General Synod of tlio 
Church of Ireland. Mr, Johnston 
has been for thirty-eight years a 
member of the Orange Institution, 
and was imprisoned for two 
months, in 18G8, for talcing part 
in an Orange prucession at Bangor, 
co. Down, on the 12tli July in tho 
previous year. lie is the author 
of the novels — " Nightshade," 
1H57; ,f Freslifield," and "Under 
which KingP" 1872. In 1885 he 
was returned for South Belfast by 
a large majority, and was again 
elected in 1880. In the House he, 
with Major Saundcrson, is tlio 
loading representative of tho 
Orange party. 

JOHORE, Tunkoo Abubeker bin 
Ibrahim, lCC.S.l., tho Maharajah 
of Johoro (commonly callod tho 
Tumongong), born in 1835, is 
grandson of one of tho Malay 
princes by whom tho island of 
Singapore was first coded to Sir 
Stamford Raffles, as political agent 
for tlio British Government, and 
succeeded to tho sovereignty of tho 
Johoro territories on tho death of 
his father in 1801. He is one of 
tho most enlightened princes of 
Eastern Asia, and is a firm ally of 
the British Government. In 1809 
lie visited England, delegating tho 
exercise of his powers during liis 
nbfienco to his brother, the Prince 
Unkoo Abdulmhmuu. The govern¬ 
ment long maintained a flotilla, in 
oonjunction with our own, for tho 
suppression of piracy in tho nar¬ 
row seas of their respective pos¬ 
sessions ; and Homo years ago the 
Tumongong’s lather was presented 
by the government of India with a 
sword, in acknowledgment of the 
services lie had rendered in sup¬ 
pressing piracy, Ln 1885—0 lie 
visited England ngnin. 

JOINVIIXE (Prlnoo de), Francois- 
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Ferdinand - Philippe - Louie - Marie- 
d’Orleans, son of the late Louis- 
Philippe, king of the French, was 
born at Ncuilly, Aug. 14, 1818. 
Soon after his father’s accession 1o 
the throne in 1880, ho began his 
naval studios, was sont to son at 
the ngc of thirteen, received, like 
his brothers, tho Dates of Orleans, 
Nemours, and Aumalo. a liberal 
education in the public colleges of 
France, and passed a brilliant exa¬ 
mination at BrosL. From that 
time ho devoted himself entirely 
to liis profession, and became a 
great favourite with the Fronoli 
navy. The ordinary hard work of 
tho service was not sufficient to 
satisfy his ardent desire to dis¬ 
tinguish himself. Being with tho 
Mediterranean squadron in 1837, 
lip di&emharkod and rode up to 
Constantine, in tho hope of taking 
part in the storming of that strong¬ 
hold, but arrived just too late. 
Not long afLerwards ho I’eceived 
the command of tho corvette 
Crdolc, and joining the fleet of 
Admiral Baudin, was intrusted 
with the difficult mission of ob¬ 
taining reparation from tho Mexi¬ 
can government. The Grfale took 
a prominent part in the bombard¬ 
ment of St. Juan d'Ulloa, and at 
Vera Cruz the Prince, at the head 
of the storming party, was the 
first to enter the gates, under a 
heavy fire, and was only saved 
from certain death by tho devo¬ 
tion of one of his officers. In 
1841 he was selected by the king to 
command La Belle Po%ilc frigate, 
charged with the service of con¬ 
veying to France the body of the 
emperor Napoleon, and he married, 
at Bio Janeiro, May 1,1843, Donna 
Francisca de Braganza, sister of 
Don Tedro II,, emperor of Brazil. 
Becoming Bear-Admiral, he took 
part in tho sittings of the Admi¬ 
ralty j and the French Navy is 
deeply indebted to him for the 
manner in which he helped to solve 
the great question of the adapta¬ 
tion of steam to vessels of war, in 


1845. When war broke out between 
France and Morocco he commanded 
a squadron, with which he bom¬ 
barded Tangiers and took Mogador. 
After this decisive expedition he 
was raised to the rank of Vice- 
Admiral. Being almost always on 
active service, the Prince de Join- 
villowaa in Algiers with his brother 
the Due d^Atuualo when tho revo¬ 
lution of Feb. 1818, overthrew tho 
constitutional monarchy. Resolv¬ 
ing to share tho misiortuncs of 
their family, the two brothors 
sought refuge in England, and 
joined King Louis Philippe at 
Claremont. The Prince distin¬ 
guished himself by actively aiding 
in the rescue of ninny of the pas¬ 
sengers and crew of tho ship 
Ocean Monarch, when burning off 
Southampton, Aug. 24,1848. Driven 
suddenly from a brilliant position 
into the narrow limits of private 
life, he accepted his new situation 
with simplicity and dignity, and 
remaining at heart a French sailor, 
endeavoured to render hiinsolf 
useful to the navy of hia country 
by his pen, if not by Iub sword. 
He had already, in 184*4, begun 
publishing in the Revue des Lem 
Mondcs his studies on the French 
navy. One of his articles, pub¬ 
lished in 1865, was a comparative 
review of tho fleets of the United 
States and of France, and excited 
much attention at the time. Hap¬ 
pening to be in the United States 
about a twelvemonth after the 
breaking out of the civil war, he 
accompanied his nephews, tho 
Comte do Paris and the Due de 
Chartres, to the camp of Gen. 
MoClellan, with whose staff he 
witnessed the principal actions of 
the Virginian campaign of 1802, and 
gave an account of these events 
in a well-written and impartial 
article published in the Revue des 
Deuw Mondes of 1S63. After the 
downfall of the Napoleonic dy¬ 
nasty, he went back to France with 
the other Orleanist princes. He 
and the Due d’Aiunale took their 
9 9 
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souls in tlio National Assembly, 
Due, 19 J# .1871. 

JOKAI, Maurufl (or Mdr), tho 
most productive and gonial of 
Hungarian novelists, was born 
.Fob. 19, 1825, at Komorn. His 
fntlier was an advocate, of good 
and ancient family, and a strict 
Calvinist, so that his son was 
purii anically brought up, until liia 
twelfth year, when ho was loft an 
orphan. For two years before 
hi& father's death he had been 
learning German at Presburg, but 
ho was now left to teach himself, 
until in 1840 ho went to tlio High 
School nt Pit pa, and in 1842 to that 
of XCocskomet, at both having the 
Hungarian poet Alexander Potbd 
as Ills schoolfellow. In 184L ho 
went to Pcbth, where he was 
articled to an advocate, and ob¬ 
tained his diploma, of which, how¬ 
ever, ho never availed himself; 
for, in 1840, ho was already editor 
of tlio then very famous TFodira- 
blaft. in 1818 ho proclaimed tlio 
4< Twelve Points of Postii," and in 
the sanity year he married Rosa 
Laborfalvi, the greatest of Hun¬ 
garian tragedians. In 1849 ho 
followed tlio Hungarian govern¬ 
ment to Hebrecziu, wlieroho oditad 
tlio AbendblOttorj and was present 
at the capitulation of Villugos, 
Aug. 28. To escape being nmdo 
prisoner, lie resolved on suicide, 
but was hindered by tlio fortunal o 
arrival of his wife from Pofetli. 
She had converted all her jewels 
into gold, and the pair found their 
way on foot through tlio Russian 
army, reached a safe hiding-place 
in the wood of Bukk, and at last 
got sufo to Tes111. Ten years fol¬ 
lowed, during which Hungarian 
literature became well nigh ex¬ 
tinct. Almost alono this young 
man created a new one, and bluco 
political journalism was impracti¬ 
cable he botook himself to notion. 
He has published in 100 vols. 25 
romances of several vols, each, 820 
novelettes, and six dramas, of which 
more than half a million copies 


have been sold amongst six millions 
of Magyars, besides translations 
into various languages. Amongst 
his most pojmhir romances are: 
<f The Good Old Assessors/' "A 
Hungarian Nabob," and its con¬ 
tinuation, entitled "ZolUn Kdr- 
pathy,"" Sad Times," ei Oceania," 
"The White Rose,” “The Accursed 
Family," f ‘ Transylvania's Golden 
Age," "Tlio Turks in Hungary," 
* * Tlio Last Days of tlio Janissaries 
in 1820," " Poor Rich Men," "The 
W or Id turned Upsidedown / J " Mad¬ 
house Management," "The New 
Landlord” (translated into English 
by A. Pattorson, London, 1805), 
"The Romance of the Next Cen¬ 
tury," "Dluolc Diamonds,” "Tlio 
Turks in Hungary/’ and "Die 
Zoneu dcs Geistes." In 18G3 JAkat 
obLubli&hed, as an organ of tlio 
J id lit the lion (Fttlherlantl), tho 
uiobI widely diffused Hungarian 
journal. 

JONES, Sir Horaoo, born May 
20, 1819, in London, whore his 
father, David Jones, practised as a 
solicitor for nearly 40 years, was 
oduoated at private schools, and 
afterwards articled to Mr. John 
Wallen, architect and surveyor, of 
Spital Square and Aldermanbury, 
City of London. He travelled in 
Franco, Italy and Germany in 1841 
and 1842, ancl soon after his re¬ 
turn to England in 1813 began 
pructico as an architect and sur¬ 
veyor in London. About 1847, 
having obtaiued the first pme in 
a public competition, lie was ap¬ 
pointed architect to the Town Hall 
nnd Law CoimtB in Cardiff, South 
Wales. He idso designed Caver- 
sham Hall, rebuilt after being 
burnt, for Wm. Crawshay, Esq. 
In 1855 and 18GG ho designed and 
erected the Royal Surrey Music 
Hall to contain an audience of 
nearly 10,000 persons; and in tho 
next few years designed various 
gentlemen's residences and public 
and commercial buildings, in¬ 
cluding the Submarine and Mag¬ 
netic Telegraph Office, tho Sqvq- 
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reign Assurance Office j a wing to 
tlio Free Hospital, several schools; 
the completion of a church in 
Yorkshire, and various private and 
commercial buildings in Leeds, 
Manchester, and other provincial 
towns and places. In February, 
J.8GI, he was elected Architect to 
the Corporation of the City of 
London, and designed and super¬ 
intended tlio restoration of the 
present oak roof at the Guildhall, 
1801 mid 18GG; also, tho Guildhall 
Library and 3?uhlio heading "Room, 
opened November 6 th, 1872. 
Amongst other works designed in 
this capacity may bo named tlie 
Metropolitan Meat Mai’kot, the 
Poultry Markot, tho Vegetable, 
temporarily xisecl as a fish market, 
Billingsgate Fish Market, Deptford 
Cattlo Market, Leadcnliall Market, 
(tc., several >police stations, hos¬ 
pital, and barracks? oomplotion 
and addition to City of London 
Lunatic Asylum; decorative and 
other work to the Mansion House j 
the triumphal arches in Fleet 
Street and Lndgato Hill for the 
occasion of the Queen’s visit to 
St. Paul’s, February 27th, 1872, 
Temple Bar Memorial, 1878 (a 
work which has not been regarded 
with unmixed admiration). New 
Council Chamber for the Court of 
Common Council, opened in 18.85, 
and the Guildhall School of Music, 
lately completed. In 1878, at 
the request of the Bridge House 
Committee, he prepared a design 
for an opening bridge, on the 
Bascule principle, between Iron 
Gate Stairs (adjacent to the Tower 
of London) and Horaleydown ; 
this waB approved of by the Court 
of Common Council, but postponed. 
Iu 1882 the question of Thames 
communication was again brought 
forward, and iu 1884 a modified 
design was prepared and approved 
of by tho Bridgo House Committee, 
and afterwards by the Court of 
Common Council, and, with the 
sanction of Parliament in 1885, the 
work has been begun under the 


joint superintendence of Sir 
Horaco Jones and Mr. J. W. 
Harry. Sir Horace Jones was 
elected President of the Iioynl 
Institute of British A rrhitecta in 
1882, and served tluit office for two 
years. Ho is a Livoryman of tho 
Fishmongers' 1 Company, Paintera’ 
Company, ancl Turners’ Company, 
this last company having presented 
him with its honorm y freedom and 
livery. Ho is a member of tho

Bociety for Montgomeryshire, and 
also of the Powysland Museum and 
Library connected therewith. He 
has devoted much time to the illus¬ 
tration of the aroheeology and his¬ 
tory of his native oountry, and sinco 
18G7 has boen the editor of * ( The 
Montgomeryshire Collections/' is¬ 
sued by tho Powysland Club, which 
contain elaborate and nsfeful con¬ 
tributions to local topography and 
history, and afford complete and 
extensive materials for the history 
of the county of Montgomery. In 
1870his archeological services were 
acknowledged by a testimonial 
raised by public subscriptions, 
which wore devoted chiefly to tho 
purchase of a fine life-size hronzo 
group, representing a scene in

JONES, Thomas Wharton, F.R.S., 
physiologist, bon of the late Richard 
Jonob, Esq., of Her Majesty's Cus¬ 
toms for Scotland, born at St. 
Andrew's in 1808, was educated at 
the University of Edinburgh, and 
afterwards visited the principal 
continental universities. He set¬ 
tled in London in 1838, and 
entered upon the practice of 
liis profession. He is a Fellow 
of the Royal College of Surgeons, 
and lias been Lecturer on Physio¬ 
logy at the (Jliaring-Cross llospilal, 
Fullerian Professor of Physiology 
in the Eoy.il Institution of Groat 
.Britain, and Professor of Ophthal¬ 
mic Medicine and Surgery in Uni¬ 
versity College, London, and Oph¬ 
thalmic Surgeon to the llospiLnl. 
He has now retired and taken up 
his residence at Yentnor, I. VV. 
IIo has written a treatise on the 
Principles and Practice of Ophthal¬ 
mic Medicine and Surgery j the 
Astloy Cooper Prize Essay on In¬ 
flammation (18G0) i tho Acton inn 
Prize Essay on the Wisdom and 
Beneficence of the Almighty ;ls 
displayed in the Sense of Vision 
(1851) j ** Tho Tby&iology and Phi¬ 
losophy of Body, Sonsc, and Mind/' 
and Fniluro of Sight from Kail- 
way and other Injuries oi tlio Spine 
and Head j its Nature and Treat¬ 
ment" (1809), He is tho author 
of various physiological discoveries, 
recorded in the Philosophical 
Transactions and elsewhere: in 
particular the facts discovered by 
Mr. Wharton Jones relating to tho 
mechanism of the extreme vessels 
and the course of the blood in thorn 
have greatly elucidated the phe¬ 
nomena of the inflammatory pro¬ 
cess—a subject in regard to which 
extraordinary errors arc still cur¬ 
rent. Ho is a Foreign Member of 
the Medical Societies of Yienna and 
Copenhagen, and of, the Socitfte do 
Biologic of Paris. Mr. Wlntriou 
J ones edited for theCamden Society, 
in 1872, the Life and Heath of his

JONES, The Right Rev. William 
Basil, D. I)., Bj&hop of St. David’s, 
tho oldest son of the late William 
Tilsey Jones, Esq., of Ghvynfryu, 
Cardiganshire, by Jane, daughter 
of the late Henry Tiokell, Esq., of 
Leytonstono, Essex, wab born in 
1822. lie wab educated at Shrews¬ 
bury School under Dr. Butler and 
Dr. Kennedy, and ho was thence 
elected, in 1 Hit), to a Scholarship 
at Trinity College, Oxford, whore 
ho obtained the Ireland University 
Scholarship in 1812, and took his 
B.A. degree with second-class 
honours in classics in 181b Sub¬ 
sequently he hold a Michel Fellow¬ 
ship at Queen's College, and a Fel¬ 
lowship at U liiversil y Coll eg e. Ho 
became tutor of the latter college 
in 1834, and held various Univer¬ 
sity oiHces. Be became a Preben¬ 
dary of St. David’s in 1851); in¬ 
cumbent of Haxby, Yorkshire; a 
Prebendary of York in lb(>3 \ Vioar 
of Bishopthorpe in 18G5 j Arch¬ 
deacon of the West Riding in 7807 j 
Chancellor of the Church of York 
in 1871, and Canon ReRidenliary of 
York in 1873. For many years 
he was Examining Chaplain to the 
Archbishop of York. The Queen 
nominated him to tlio bishopric of 
St. David’s when the see was vn- 
catcd by the resignation of Or. 
Thirlwall, and ho was accordingly 
consecrated in Westminster Abbey, 
Aug. 2t, 1871. lie has written 
"Yostigos of Gael In Gwynedd," 
1831; "Tlio History and Antiqui¬ 
ties of Sfc. David’s/’ 1850; jointly 
with Mr. E. A. Freemnn* "Notes 
on tho CEdipns Tyrannusof Sopho¬ 
cles," 1802; "The New Testa¬ 
ment, illustrated and annotated, 
with a plain commentary for private 
and family reading," 1804-, jointly 
with Archdeacon Churtonj "'Jho 
Peace of God: Sermons on the 
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Reconciliation of God and Man/' 
1809; various pamphlets and single 
sermons, and several papers and 
re views in litor.iry and antiquarian 
periodicals. Tlu* Bishop married, 
in 1850, francos Charlotte, younger 
daughter of the late Rev. .Samuel 
Hoi worthy, rector of Croxall, 
Derbysliire, who died in 1881, 
JOULE, James Prescott, F.R.S., 
was born at Salford, Dec. 2t, 1818, 
and educated at home. Ho is the 
discoverer of the laws of the evolu¬ 
tion of heat, and of the induc¬ 
tion of imignetism by electric 
currents, and of tlio nieohanioul 
equivalent of heat, and is the 
originator of the Kinetic theory 
of gases. In 1850 the Royal Society 
presented him with the Royal medal, 
and in 1870 with their Copley 
medal, for his experimental re¬ 
searches on the dynamical theory 
of heat. He received, in 1880, the 
Albert medal of the Society of 
Arts. The honorary degreo of 
LL,D. was presented to him by the 
Universities of Dublin and Edin¬ 
burgh in 1857 and 1871, and the 
honorary degree of D.0.L, by the 
University of Oxford in 186U. He 
is Doctor of Natural Philosophy, 
Leyden. He is honorary F.RB.E. 
and honorary F.O.P.S., Associate 
of the Royal Danish Academy, of 
the Royal Academy of Turin 
and Belgium, of the American 
Academy of Arts and Science, and 
of the Physical Societies of Prance 
and Halle, Corresponding Mernbor 
of the Academy of Sciences, Paris, 
and of the Institutes of Bologna 
and Basle, and honorary member 
of the Asiatio Society of Bengal. 
In 1878 he received a Civil List 
pension of <£200, in recognition of 
liis eminent scientific achievements 
and valuable discoveries, including 
the application of the principle of 
the mechanical equivalent of heat. 

JOWETT, The Rev. Benjamin, 
M.A., LL.D„ was born at Camber¬ 
well inl8l7. His father, who died at 
Tenby in 1859, was the author of 
a metrical version of the Psaluis of 


David. Ho was oduented at St. 
Paul’s School; was elocLcd to a 
Scholarship at Balliol College, 
Oxford, m 1835, and to a Fellow¬ 
ship in 1838. He was tutor of 
Balliol College from 1812 to 1870, 
and in the discharge* of that office 
lie gained the regard of many 
pupils and friends. He was ap¬ 
pointed (o the Regius Professorship 
of Greek on the recommendation 
of Lord Palmerston, in 1855, 
having, in 1853, been member of 
a commission which had under if s 
consideration tlio mode of admis¬ 
sion by examination to writers hips 
in the Indian civil service, and of 
which the late Lord Macaulay was 
chairman. Professor Jowott has 
written a Commentary on the 
Epistles of St, Paul to tlio TJiessu- 
lonians, Galatians, and Romans, 
ublished in 1855, 2nd ed. 18G8; 
o also contributed an essay on the 
Interpretation of Scripture to 
^Essays and Reviews/' In 1870 
he was elected Master of Balliol 
College, and in 1871 published a 
translation of the rr Dialoguesof 
Plato, in 4 vole., with introduc¬ 
tion (2nd od. in 5 vols. 1875). The 
honorary degreo of LL.D. was con¬ 
ferred upon him by the University 
of Leyden in Feb. 1875, and by the 
University of Edinburgh at its 
Tercentenary in 1884. In 1881 he 
published a translation of Thucy¬ 
dides, with notes, in 2 voIb. ; and 
in J885 a translation of the Politics 
of Aristotle, with notes and essays. 
He was appointed Vice-Chancellor 
of the University for the four 
years 1882-6.

XALAKANA, David, King of the 
Sandwich or Hawaiian Islands, 
was bora about 1888. He belongs to 
one of the highest families in the 
islands. When King Komehameha 
V. died in 1872, tkore were two 
candidates for tho vacant throno. 
David Kalakana and William 
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Lunalilo; tho latter v, as elected by 
a plebiscitimi, which was confirmed 
by tho Legislature. Lunalilo died 
within a twelvemonth, and Kala- 
lcana again. put forward his claims, 
A LcgisLiLnre, specially convened 
lor the purpose, clotted him in 
Fob. 1871; hut the validity of this 
election was contested by Queen 
Emma, widow of Kamehameha IV., 
who died in 1SG3. Queen Emma 
is the daughter of a native chief by 
an Englishwoman, and was adopted 
by Dr. Roolce, an English physician 
on the islands, and, before her 
marriage with Kamehameha, was 
known as Emma Rooke. The dis¬ 
pute threatened to result hi a civil 
war, the adherents of Emma hoping 
that the British Government would 
refuse to acknowledge Kalalcana, 
vho was presumed to he hostile to 
European influence in the islands; 
but in June, 1871, Queen Victoria 
sent a letter to Kalakana, congra¬ 
tulating him upon liis accession, 
and his right was then admitted. 
In the autumn of 1874 he decided 
to visit America and Europe, and 
the United Statos Government de¬ 
spatched a steam frigate to convey 
Mm to San Francisco, where he 
arrived Nov. 28. King Kalakana 
is well-educated, of exemplary 
habits and dignified manners, and 
speaks English with fluency. 

KANE, Sir Robert, MJD., born in 
Dublin in 1810, where his father 
was a manufacturing chemist, was 
educated for the medical profes¬ 
sion, and studied at the Meath 
Hospital, of which he became 
the clinical clerk. In 1830 he ob¬ 
tained the prize offered by Dr. 
Graves for the best essay on the 
Pathological Condition of the 
Fluids in Typhus Fever. Mr. 
Ktme became a licentiate in 1832, 
and was cleclod a Fellow of the 
King and Queen’s College of Physi¬ 
cians in Ireland in 1841, having 
been previously appointed in 1831 
Professor of Chemistry to the 
Apothecaries 1 Hull, of whose board 
be was for many years a ending 


examiner. Ho resigned his pro¬ 
fessorship in 1815, and was suc¬ 
ceeded by Dr. Aldridge. In 1832 
be projected tho Dublin Journal of 
Mertiral Sciencfy confined in tho 
firs.! instance to chemistry and 
pharmacy, and afterwards ex¬ 
tended to practical medicine. His 
direct connection with that journal 
ceased in 183 L He hold the ap¬ 
pointment of Professor of Natural 
Philosophy to tho Royal Dublin 
Society, from 1834 till 1817, and in 
the latter year the Royal Academy 
awarded him the Cunningham gold 
medal for his discoveries in che¬ 
mistry. He had been a member of 
the Royal Irish Academy from 
1832, wa3 placed upon its conncil 
in 1841, and was afterwards elected 
its secretary, an office which he 
continued to fill until he received 
the appointment of President of 
the Queen’s College of Cork. He 
had presented, in 1840, to tho 
Koyal Society of London, some re¬ 
searches on the colouring matter 
of the lichens, which were subse¬ 
quently published in the Philoso- 
pMcul Transactions, and for which 
he received the royal medal. In 
1843 he delivered a series of lec¬ 
tures on the different sources of 
industry which exist in Ireland. 
In 1840 the measures recommended 
by him for the formation of a 
Museum of Industry, in Ireland 
were carried out, tho Museum in 
St. Stephen’s Green was croated, 
and he was appointed Director, 
the Ordnunco zoological and 
mineral collection of Mount joy 
being removed to it. Dr. Kane’s 
most extensive work, "The Ele¬ 
ments of Chemistry,” appeared in 
1842; and the " Industrial Re¬ 
sources of Ireland u in 1844. Dr. 
Kane was, in 1845, appointed, in 
conjunction with Professors Lind- 
ley and Playfair, to examine into 
the causp and means of preventing 
the potato blight. In 1R4G he re¬ 
ceived the honour of knighthood, 
and was appointed one of the Irish 
Relief Commissioners. Ho resigned 
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the Presidency of Queen's College, 
Cork, in 18/3, and also the Direc¬ 
torship of tlie Museum of Irish. 
Industry. Cn 1875 lie was elected 
Member of the Academic Council 
of the University of Dublin., and iu 
1870 President of the "Royal Irish 
Academy. In 1880, on the forma¬ 
tion of the Royal University of 
Ireland to replnoo the Queen's 
University, of which lie had been 
elected Vice-Chancellor, Sir R. 
Kane was appointed by the Crown 
a member of the Senate of the new 
University, and also a member of 
the Board of National Education 
for Ireland, 

KARR, Jean Baptiste Alphonse, 
author, bom at Paris, Nov. 24, 
1808, received his first instructions 
from his father, and afterwards 
entered the College Bourbon, in 
which he became a teacher. A copy 
of verses which he sent to the 
satirical journal Figaro introduced 
him to literary life. Having been 
disappointed in love, he, in 1832, 
published a novel written in his 
youth,—" Sous lea Tilleula," a 
melange of irony and sentiment, of 
good sense and trifling, which at 
once made him popular. fl Une 
Heure trop Tard" appeared in 
1833 ; " Vendrodi Soir" in 1835; 
"Be Chcmin le plus Court" in 
1830 j "Einerley" and " Gene¬ 
va fq ” in 1838; and "Voyage 
autour de mon Jar din 33 in 1845, 
followed by numerous other works. 
In 1839 he became editor-in-chief of 
Figaro; and the same year founded 
Les Glides, a monthly satirical 
journal, which had a remarkable 
success. After the revolution of 
1848, M. Karr, disgusted with poli¬ 
tical life, retired to Nice, and has 
continued till lately to write occa¬ 
sionally in the Revue des J)euv 
Mo rules and other periodicals. His 
chief occupation, however, ia hor¬ 
ticulture on a large scale. The pub¬ 
lication of a complete edition of 
this author's works commenced at 
Paris in 1800. He was made Che¬ 
valier of the Legion of Honour 


April 25, 1815. His daughter, 
Mdlle. Thercsp Karr, has written 
“ Les Soirees Cxermaniques offertes 
a la Jeunesse/’ published in 1800; 
f ’ Les Knit Urandes l2po pies de 
rilistoiro de France " in 1301 ; 
“ Contrc un Proverbe,” and "Diou 
eL scs Dons," in 1801; and other 
works. 

KAY, The Hon. Sir Edward Ebe- 
nezer, Judgo of the High Court of 
Justice, was born July 2, 1822, at 
Meadowcroft, near Rochdale, being 
a son of Robert Kay, Esq., and 
Hannah his wife. He is a brother 
of the late Sir James Kay-Shuttle- 
worth, Bart., Secretary of the Com¬ 
mittee of Connoil on Education, 
and of the late Joseph Kay, Esq., 
Q.C., Judge of the Manchester and 
Salford Palatine Court. He was 
educated at Trinity College, Cam¬ 
bridge, where he graduated B.A. in 
1814, and M.A. in 1847. Having 
resolved to adopt the legal profes¬ 
sion, ho read in the chambers of 
the late George Lake Russell, Esq., 
and was callod to the Bar at Lin¬ 
coln's lun in Trinity term, 1817. 
He became authorized reporter in 
the court of Lord Hktherley, then 
Vice-Chancellor Wood, and pub- 
Wished "Kay’s Reports" and a 
part of rr Kay and Johnson's Re¬ 
ports." He obtained the honour of 
a silk gown in 1806, and practised 
as a Queen's Counsel in the Court 
presided over successively by Vice-

In 
April, 1878, he relinquished the 
leadership of that Court, and con¬ 
fined his practice thenceforward to 
the House of Lords and special 
business.

Longman, Mr. Kebbel’s 
latest work is the u Tory Adminis¬ 
trations from the Accession of Mr. 
Pitt to power in 1783 to the deaLli 
of Lord Beaconsfield in 1881.” 

KEELEY, Mrs , widow of Mr. 
Robert Keeloy, the popular come¬ 
dian. (who died in I860), was born 
at Ipswich in 1800, acquired repu¬ 
tation as an actress as Miss Goward, 
and made her first appearance in 
London at the Lyceum in 1825, as 
Rosina, in the opera of that name, 
and Little Piokle. Mrs. Keeloy 
acquired great fame by her render¬ 
ing of the characters of Smike, 
Mrs. Peerybingle, and Clemency 
Newcome, in stage adaptations of 
Mr. Dickens's novels, "Nicholas 
Nickleby,” "The Cricket on the 
Hearth/ 1 and " Tho Battle of 
Life.” 

KELLOGG, Clara Louise, was born 
at Sumterrille. South Carolina, 
July, 1842. In 1843 her parents 
returned with her to Connecticut, 
where they remained until 1850, 
when they went to New York. At 
an early age she gave evidence of 
musioal talont, and after some years

of careful study made her first ap¬ 
pearance at the Academy of Music 
in New York in 1800. After four 
more years of study, she appeared 
as Marguerite in GounodV* Faust/’ 
in the season of ISO 1-5, when she 
vindicated her title to be regarded 
as one of the heat artists of her 
time. Her success was not less 
complete in " Crispino/’ as ‘• Linda 
di Chamounix/’ in the “ Barber of 
Seville/’" La Sonnanibula/’" Lucia 
di Lammermoor/ J and other operasj 
within the next two years. On Nov. 
2, l8G7,she made a successful debut 
in London as Marguerite in 
“ Faust.” She returned to the 
United States in 1808. In 1872 she 
again visited England, appearing 
at the Drury Lane Opera. In the 
winter of 1873-74 she organized a 
company, and has since that time 
appeared in English operas and 
concerts in the principal cities of 
the United States. 

KEMBAXL, General Sir Arnold 
Burrowes, K.C.B., K.C.S.L, bom 
in 1818, was educated for his pro¬ 
fession at Addiscomhe, and received 
his first commission as second 
lieutenant in the Bombay Artil¬ 
lery Dec. 11, 1837. His battery 
formed part of the Army of the 
Indus under Lord Keane, and with 
it he served in the first campaign 
in Afghanistan, 1838-9, including 
the siege and storming of Ghuznee 
and subsequent occupation of 
C.ibul, for 'which he received the 
medal. His real field of utility, 
however, was determined by his 
appointment as Assistant Political 
Resident in the Persian Gulf in 
1812, where he was employed in 
various political duties for 2S years, 
and acquired a special and valuable 
experience of Turkish and Persian 
affairs, and mastery of the Turkish, 
Torsion, and Arabic languages. He 
was made Political Resident in the 
Persian Gulf in 1832, and Consul- 
General at Bagdad and Political 
Agent in Turkish Arabia in 1853, 
after having acted in both capaci¬ 
ties at various times during the 


absences of previous incumbents. 
He took part in tlio Persian Ex¬ 
pedition in 1857, under Sir James 
Outran, and was present at the 
capture of Moliuiurah and subse¬ 
quent operations in the field. He 
'was specially mentioned bewr.il 
times in the despatches of both the 
General and the Commodore, com¬ 
manding the hind und sea forces, 
for his valuable assistance, advice, 
and gallantry. Lord Canning, in 
his notification of June 18, 1857, 
publicly thanked himfor his zealous 
services, " afforded on every occa¬ 
sion of difficulty and danger, and 
especially in the brilliant expe¬ 
dition against Ahwas.” For his 
services in the Persian War, 
Captain Kemball was rewarded 
with the medal and clasp, a Brevet 
Majority, and the C.B. In 18GG he 
was nominated to the second class 
of the Star of India, and in 1874 
was promoted to General Officer’s 
rank. 

KEMBLE, Franoes Anne, daugh¬ 
ter of Charles Kemble, and niece of 
Mrs. ifiddons, was born in Newman 
Street, London, Nov. 27,1809. She 
made her first appearance, Oot. 5, 
1829, as Juliet, at Covont Garden 
Theatre, then under the manage- 
ment of her father. "Venice 
Preserved” was revived Dec. 9, 
in that year, for the purpose 
of introducing lier as Belvidera; 
and she sustained the j:>arts 
the Grecian Daughtor, Mrs. 
Beverly, Portia, Isabella, Lady 
Townley, Calista, Bianca, Beatrice, 
Constance, Lady Teazle, Queen 
Catherine, Louise of Savoy in 
“Francis I.,” Lady Macbeth, and 
Julia in the "Hunchback.” The 
three years during which she re¬ 
trieved the fortunes of her family, 
were marked by the production of 
" Francis I.,” a tragedy written by 
herself at seventeen. In 1832 she 
visited America, and, with her 
father, performed with great suc¬ 
cess at the principal theatres of 
the United States. An account of 
these wanderings is given in her 
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fc Journal of a Residence in 
America” (1835). At this period 
she became the wife of Mr. Pierce 
Butler, a planter of South Caro¬ 
lina, from whom she obtained a 
divorce in 1830. Sho resumed her 
maiden name, and retired to Lenox, 
Massachusetts, where she resided, 
with the exception of a year spent 
in Italy, for nearly twenty years. 
Besides translations from Hohiller 
and others, she has also published 
u The Star of Seville” (1837) j a 
volume of n Poems ” (1842) j " A 
Tear of Consolation” (1817) j 
“ Residence on a Georgia Planta¬ 
tion” (1803) j f ‘ Records of a Girl¬ 
hood,” 3 vols. (1878) j "Records of 
Later Life,” 2 vols. (1882); " Notes 
upon some of Shakespeare's Plays ” 
(1882) ; and has aj>peared at inter- 
vals as a public reader. Prom 
1S69 to 1873 she was in Europe. 
She then returned to America, 
but now resides in London. 

KEMPE, The Rev. John Edward, 
M.A., Bon of A. J. Kciupe, Esq., 
P.S.A., a distinguished antiquary, 
was born March 9, 1.810, educated 
at St. Paul's School and Clare Col¬ 
lege, Cambridge, where he gradu¬ 
ated B.A. in 1833 as a senior 
optime, and first-class in classics j 
and M.A. in 1837. He was ap¬ 
pointed Curate of Tavistock, Devon, 
in 1833, and elected a Pellow of 
his college in 1841. He became 
Curate of Barnet, Herts, in 1844 j 
Inoumbent of St. John's, St, Pan- 
eras, on the presentation of Bishop 
Blomfield, in 184G; of St. Barna¬ 
bas, Kensington, in 1818; and 
Rector of St. James's, Piccadilly, 
on the presentation of Lord Aber¬ 
deen, as Premier, in 1853. In 1801 
he was appointed by Bishop Toit 
to the Prebendal Stall of Chambcr- 
lainewood, in St. Paul's j in 1864 
he became one of her Majesty's 
chaplains; and in 1868 he was 
elected one of the Proctors in Con¬ 
vocation for London, being re¬ 
elected in 1874. In 1880 he re¬ 
tired from Convocation. He is a 
Rural Dean of the diocese. Mr, 


Kompc has published lectures on 
the Book of Job, and on Elijah; 
occasional sermons, and prefaces to 
lectures delivered ill St. James’s 
Church on "The Use and Abuse 
of the "World,'* "Companions for 
the Devout Life/’ and “ Classic 
Preachers of the English Church,” 
Mr. ICempo is also the founder of 
the St, James's diocesan Homo for 
Female Penitents ; and he waB one 
of Bishop Tail’s principal coiuibol- 
lors and coadjutors in the origina¬ 
tion and eariior worldng of the 
Bishop of London's Fund. 

KENDAL, Mrs. Margaret Bran- 
ton, actress, long known to the 
public as " Madge ” Robertson and 
more recently as the wife of Mr. 
William Hunter Kendal (verv Grim- 
ston), tlio actor, was born at Groat 
Grimsby, Lincolnshire, Mar. 15, 
1849. Her grandfather, her father, 
and her uncle, were all actors, 
playing in what was then known 
as the Lincolnshire circuit, Her 
brother was the dramatist T. W. 
Robertson. Miss Robertson’s d&ut 
in London was made on July 29, 
1805, when she appeared at the 
Haymarket as Ophelia to the 
Hamlet of Walter Montgomery; 
and in the following month she 
played at the same theatre Des- 
demona to the Othello of Ira 
Aldridge. After this, for about 
eighteen months, she fulfilled 
engagements at the theatres in 
Nottingham and Hull. In 18G7 
Miss Robertson returned to town, 
appearing at Drury Lane on Eastor 
Monday as Edith in Andrew 
Halliday's "Great City,” On March 
14, 1868, she made her first decided 
success in the metr opol is, as 
Blanche Dumont, in Dr* Westland 
Marston's rr Hero of Romance,” 
which wag performed for the first 
time on that occasion, at the Hay- 
market Theatre. In July of that 
year she acted, at the same theatre, 
the part of Hypolita, in Cibber's 
'• She Would and She Woxild Not.” 
From thence Bhe went to the Gaiety 
Theatre, appearing there on Deo.21, 
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m " On tlic Curds,” and in March 
of tho following year (I860), as 
Lady 01 urn Vere do Vere in her 
brother's little-laiown comedy of 
“ Dreams.” It was in this year 
(Aug. 7,1809) that Miss Robertson 
was married to Mr. William Hunter 
Grimston, who on the stage is 
known by his assumed name of 
Kendal, In the ensuing five years 
she appeared at the Hay market in 
the following characters On Oct. 
25, 1809, as Lilian Vavasour in 
"New Men and Old Acres;” on 
Oct. 24, 1870, as Lydia Languish 
in " The Rivalson Nov. 19,1870, 
as Princess Zeolide in " The 
Palace of Truth; ” on Dec, 9,187 L, 
as Galatea in "Pygmalion and 
Galatea; ” on Jan. 1, 1873, as 
Helene in "The Wicked World;” 
and on Jail. 3, 1871, ns Mrs. Van 
JHrugh in "Charity.” The crea¬ 
tion of the character of Lilian gave 
Mrs. Kendal a position among 
the leading comediennes of the day. 
In Jan. 1875 she began a short 
engagement at tho Opera Comiquo, 
appearing, in the course of it, as 
Pauline in the <f Lady of Lyons,” 
Rosalind in "As You Like It,” 
and Miss Hardcastle in " She 
Stoops to Conquer.” In 1875 Mrs. 
Kendal joined the company orga¬ 
nized by Mr. Hare for the Court 
Theatre,and whilst a member of it 
created the chief feminine rules in 
Mr, Coghlan’s " Lady Flora.,” Mr. 
Aide’s " Nine Days’ Wonder,” Mr. 
Gilbert’s "Broken Hearts,” and 
Mr. Palgrave Simpson’s "Scrap of 
Paper.” Afterwards she joined the 
Prince of Wales’s Theatre, then 
under the management of Mr. and 
Mrs. Bancroft, during which en¬ 
gagement she successfully played 
the character of Lady Ormond in 
M, Surdou’a " Peril; ” but her 
greatest triumph was that which 
she achieved as Dora in the 
adaptation from M. Sardou called 
" Diplomacy.” In Jan. 1879, after 
a successful tour in the provinces, 
Mrs. Kendal returned to the Court 
Theatre, where she appeared as tho 


Countess d'Autrcval in "The 
Ladies’ Battle,” and as Kate Gre- 
villo in "The Queen’s Shilling.” 
In 1881 she joined the company at 
the St. James’s Theatre, under tho 
joint management of Mr. Kendal 
and Mr. Haro. Among the plays 
recently produced here may be 
mentioned "As You Like It” 
(with Mrs. Kendal as Rosalind), 
"The Squire” "Impulse.” "The 
Wife’s Sacrifice,” and "TheHobby- 
Horse.” 

KENNEDY, Captain Alexander 
William Maxwell Clark, F.R.G.S., 
F.L.S., was born at Rochester, 
Sept. 20, 1851, being tho eldest son 
of the late Colonel John Clark 
Kennedy, C.B., of Knookgray, N.B. 
He was educated at Eton, where at 
the ago of sixteen ho published 
" The Birds of Berkshire and Buck¬ 
inghamshire ; a Contribution to 
the Ornithology of the two Coun¬ 
ties,” 1868, by c< an Eton Boy.” 
He entered the Coldstream Guards 
as Ensign in 1870, became Lieritc- 
nant in 1872. and Lieutenant and 
Captain in 1874, and retired the 
same year. He is the author of 
various poems and verses, and of a 
work of travels "To the Arctic 
Regions and Back in Six Weeks,” 
being travels in Lapland and Nor¬ 
way, 1878. He had contributed 
articles to the Ibis , Zoologist , Land 
[ and Water , Tho Field , and other 
I natural history periodicals; and is 
a follow of several learned socie¬ 
ties. Ho is a Magistrate and 
Deputy-Lieutenant for Kirkcud¬ 
brightshire, for which county he 
came forward as Conservative can¬ 
didate at tho general election of 
1874, but retired. 

KENNEDY, The Rev. Benjamin 
Hall, D.D., born at Summer Hill, 
near Birmingham, Nov. 0, 1804, 
eldest son of the late Rev. Rann 
Kennedy, incumbent of Sb. Paul’s, 
Birmingham, and Second Master 
of King Edward’s School in that 
town, author of "Tho Reign of 
Youth,” and other poems, was 
educated at King Edward’s School, 
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Birmingham, and at Shrewsbury 
School, under Dr. Butler. Enter¬ 
ing St. John's College, Cambridge, 
he gained the Porson Prize and 
Browne’s Medal for Latin Ode in 
1828; the Pitt University Scholar¬ 
ship in his first year; Browne's 
Medal for Greek and Latin Odes, 
and the Porson Prize in 1824; 
Browne’s Medal for Epigrams in 
1825; and the Porson Prize a third 
time in 1826. Ue graduated B.A. 
as Senior Classic and Senior Chan¬ 
cellor's Medallist in 1827, gained 
the Member’s prize for a Latin 
Essay, “ Do Origino Scripture 
Alphabetical," was elected Eellow 
and Classical Lecturer of St.John’s 
College in 1828, became an Assist¬ 
ant Master at Harrow, under Dr. 
Lougley, in 1880, and was appointed 
Head Master of Shrewsbury School, 
vacant by the promotion of Dr. 
Butler to the see of Lichfield, in 
1880. In 1841 he was appointed 
by Bishop Bowstcad Prebendary of 
Lichfiold; in 1857, by Bishop Lons¬ 
dale, Preacher for the Sooiety for 
the Propagation of the Gospel; and 
in 18GO Select Preacher in the 
University of Cambridge. He was 
presented to the rectory of "West 
Eelton, Salop, in 1SC3 (which he 
resigned in 1808), resigned the 
Head Mastership of Shrewsbury j 
School at Midsummer, 18GG, and 
was appointed Begins Professor of 
Greek at Cambridge and Canon of 
Ely in 18G7. He was elected a 
Member of the Council of that Uni¬ 
versity in 1870; and was appointed 
the Lady Margaret's Preacher for 
the year 1873. In 1880 he was 
elected an Honorary Eellow of St. 
John’s College. Dr. Kennedy has 
contributed largely to the r * Sa¬ 
brina* Corolla/' 1850,3rd edit. 1866; 
and lias published “The Tsalter in 
English Verse/' 1860, 2nd edit. 
1877; “The Public School Latin 
Grammar," 1871, 6th edit. 1882; 
ri The Birds of Aristophanes, 
translated into English Verse," 
1874; a school edition of “Virgil/’ 
1876, 3rd edit. 1881; " Between 


Wliiles" (a collection of Greek, 
Latin, and English poetry), 1877, 
2nd edit. 1882; “ Occasional Ser- 
mona preached in the University 
of Cambridge and elsewhere, with 
an Appendix of Hymns," 1877 ; 
“The Agamemnon of iEschylua, 
with Poetic Translation" 1878, 
2nd edit. 1882; “ The Theictetns 
of Plato, with Translation," 1881; 
“The CKdipus Tyrannus of Sopho¬ 
cles, with Poetic Translation," 
1882 ; " Ely Lectures on the De¬ 
vised Translation of the How 
Testament/' 1882. Ho also pub¬ 
lished, while Head Master of 
Shrewsbury, various hooks for 
school instruction: f * Tirooinium ” 
(a first Latin reading-book), Pa- 
lmstra Latina" (a secoud Latin 
reading-book), “Curriculum Stili 
Latini," and others. 

KENNION, The Eight Rev. George 
1 Wyndham, D.D., Bishop of Ade¬ 
laide, born about 1816, was edu¬ 
cated at Oriel College, Oxford (B.A, 
1867, M.A. 1871). He was ordained 
deacon in I860 by the Bishop of 
Tiutm, and priest in the following 
year by the Archbishop of York. 
He was domestic chaplain to the 
Bishop of Tumu 1869-70 ; curate of 
Doncaster 1870-71; York Diocesan 
Inspector of Schools 1871-73 ; vicar 
of St. Paul's, Seulcoates, Kingston- 
on-Hull, 1873-70; and vicar of All 
Saints’, Bradford, from 1876 until 
hie advancement to the episcopate. 
On 'Nov. 30, 1882, he was conse¬ 
crated, in Westminster Abbey, 
Bishop of Adelaide, in succession 
to Dr, Short, who had resigned the 
see, which comprises the whole of 
South Australia. 

KENRI0K, The Host Eev. Peter 
Richard, D.D., Roman Catholic 
Archbishop of St. Louis, Missouri, 
was born in Dublin, in 180G. 
He was educated at Maynooth, 
and ordained a priest in Ire¬ 
land, but soon afterwards emi¬ 
grated to Philadelphia, where his 
brother (the late Archbishop of 
Baltimore) was then coadjutor to 
the Bishop. Here he edited the 
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Catholic Herald for sevoral years, 
and published various works, ori¬ 
ginal and translated. He was also 
made Vicar-General of the dioceso. 
In IS 11 Bishop Eosati.of St. Louis, 
requested his nomination ns liis 
coadjutor' with the right of succes¬ 
sion. Ho was consecrated bishop 
of Drasa m partibus, and coadjutor 
of St. Louis, Nov, 30,1811. In 1813, 
on the death of Bishop Eosati, Dr. 
Kenriclc became Bishop of St. 
Louis, aud in 1817 the first Arch¬ 
bishop of that city. He has been 
very successful in promoting tho 
interests of the see, having esta¬ 
blished a large hospital, an orphan¬ 
age, two magnificent convents, 
numerous schools and charitable 
institutions, and one of the most 
extensive aud beautiful cemeteries 
in the United States. Besides the 
translations already referred to, 
and editions of devotional work?, 
the Archbishop has published “ The 
Holy House of Lorotto j or, an 
Examination of the Historical 
Evidence of its Mirculous Trans¬ 
lation ; ” and “ Anglican Ordina¬ 
tions.” Archbishop Kenrick was 
present at the Vatican Council, and 
was reported to have maintained 
the inopportuneness of defining 
the dogma of Papal Infallibility. 
Ho, however, acquiesced in the 
definition, and published it, to¬ 
gether with the other decrees of 
the Council, in his dioceso. 

KENT, William Charles Mark 
(known as Charles Keni), was bom 
in London, Nov. 3, 1823, and 
educated at Prior Park and Oseott 
Colleges. From an early age he 
adopted literature as a inofossion, 
and has produced a number of 
volumes of poems, essays, and 
stories. He was for 25 years editor 
of tho tSun newspaper, and for 
seven years (1871-81) editor of 
the Homan Catholic publication 
the Weekly Register. He has edited 
the works of Lamb, Burns, and 
Moore, and the late Lord Lytton 
(“The Kneb worth Edition”), 
and has published a number of 


articles, essays, pamphlets, etc., 
under various assumed names, 
besides some theological works 
of which " Corona Catholica” is 
tho best known; and he has con¬ 
tributed a number of memoirs 
to the Dictionary of National 
Biography. 

KEPPEL, tThe Hon. Sir Henry, 
G.C.B., Admiral, a younger son 
of the Into Earl of Albemarle, 
bom June 11, 1800, entered the 
navy at an early age, was made 
Lieutenant in 1820, and Commander 
in 1833. In command of the 
Qhildsrs, 1G guns, he served on tho 
south coast of Spain during tho 
civil w r nr of 1831-5, afterwards on 
the west coast of Africa, was made 
Captain in 1837, and commanded 
the Dido from 18-11 till 1815, during 
which time he was employed in the 
China war of 1812, and afterwards 
in the suppression of piracy in the 
Eastern Archipelago. From Nov. 
18 J7, till July, 185 L, he commanded 
iheitfcandflrj 14 guns, on the China 
and Pacific stations; in May, 1853, 
was appointed to the command of 
the St. Jean d 9 Acre, 101 guns; 
served in tho Baltic and in tho 
Black Sea, and having in July, 

1855, exchanged into the Rodney, 
71 guns, obtained command of the 
Naval Brigade before Sebastopol. 
After the fall of that stronghold he 
returned to England and was ap¬ 
pointed to the Colossus . In Sept, 

1856, he hoisted his pennant os 
Commodore on board the Raleigh, 
52 guns, and proceeded to China, 
where hiB ship was lost by striking 
on an unknown rock. He com¬ 
manded a division of boats at tho 
destruction of the Chinese War 
fleet in tho Fatshan Creek, June 1, 

1857, for which service he was made 
a K.C.B., and on attaining flag- 
rank he returned to England. In 
1859 he was made Groom in Wait¬ 
ing to the Queen, whiuh office he 
relinquished in May, i860, on being 
appointed to the Cape of Good 
Hope as naval Cominander-in-Chief„ 
from which he was transferred to 
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tlio Brazilian Station. In Jan. 
I8G7 lie hoisted his flag on board 
the Rodney, as Vice-Admiral Com- 
mandor-in-Chief on the China and 
Japan station. He returned to 
England in Dec. I860, on attaining 
tlio rank of full Admiral, and was 
made D.C.L. of Oxford in 1870. 
Ho was created a G.C.B. in 1871, 
and he became an Admiral of tlio 
Elect in 1877. Ho is a Commander 
of the Region of Honour, and 
Mudjidic of tho second class. Sir 
It. Keppel has written "Expedi¬ 
tion to Borneo, with Rajah 
Brooke's Journal," published in 
1817, and "Visit to the Indian 
Archipelago." 

KERATRY, Emile, Comte de, 
was born at Paris, March 20, 3832, 
of an ancient Breton family, his 
father being Count Auguste Hila- 
rion Keratry, who died in 1809. 
Having completed his studies at 
the Lyceums of St. Louis and of 
Louis-lc-Grrand, he entered as a 
volunteer the 1st regiment of Chas¬ 
seurs d'Afrique in 1831, went 
through the Crimean campaign, 
removed successively to the 1st 
regiment of Spahis and of Cuiras- 
sierb, and in 1839 was appointed 
sous-lieutenant in the Btli regiment 
of Lancers. In 1801 ho exchanged 
into the 3rd regiment of Chasseurs 
d'Afrique, in order that he might 
make the campaign in Mexico; and 
in 1861 he was detached as Captain 
commanding the second squadron of 
Colonel Dupin's famous countor- 
gueriUa. In this dangerous ser¬ 
vice he distinguished himself by 
his bravery and decision, and after¬ 
wards ho was appointed officer of 
ordnance to Marshal Bazaino. The 
Comte de Keratry was several 
times mentioned in the " Order of 
the Day" in Africa and Mexico. 
In 1865 he was recommended for a 
lieutenant's commission hut^ he 
sent in his resignation and retired 
from the service. At this period ho 
had received the Legion of Honour, 
and had been decorated with several 
oreign Orders. On Ms return to 


Erance he devoted himself to lite¬ 
rary pursuits, and contributed to 
the Revue OonteinpotaiAd a remark¬ 
able series of articles on the Mexi¬ 
can expedition in which he 
severely attacked the Government 
andthe conduct of Marshal Bazaiue. 
Soon afterwards he became editor 
of the lUvue Modcmc, in whhli 
periodical ho continued liis nccusa 
tion. In I860 ho was returned by 
tlio electors of Brest to the Corps 
Legislatif, when he associated him¬ 
self with the new Liberal Tiers- 
Pai’ti. On the establishment of 
the Government of the Kationnl 
Defence in Sept. 1870, he was made 
Prefect of Police j but in the fol¬ 
lowing month he escaped fromParis, 
then besieged, in a balloon, and pro¬ 
ceeded on a diplomatic mission to 
Madrid, where, soon afterwards, he 
was replaced by M. Edmond Adam. 
He is the author of " Le Contre- 
Guerilla," 1807; "La Crctmce 
Jeoker," 1807 ; L'Elevation et la 
Chute do Maximilion," 1807; a work 
on French events entitled u Lo 4i 
Septembro et le Gouvernement de 
la Defense Rationale,” 1871;

RERW, J. Conrad, statesman, 
was born in 1808, in tho market- 
town of Berlingen, near Arenen- 
berg, in the canton of Thurguu, 
Switzerland. After studying at 
the Gymnasium of Zurich, he pro¬ 
ceeded to the University of Basic, 
to study theology, which he gave 
lip, became a Jaw student, and 
finished his education in the schools 
of Berlin, Heidelberg, and Paris. 
From 1837 he performed in his 
canton the duties of President of 
the Supreme Court of Judicatm*e, 
and those of President of the 
Council of Education. Dr. Hem, 
at an early period, impelled by his 
liberal tendencies, was engaged in 
reforming the cantonal institutions. 
In a wider field ho was, from 1833, 
under the old compact as tinder 
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the new Federal constitution, regu¬ 
larly cliosen representative^ of his 
canton in the Diet or in the 
National Assembly. In 1838 the 
French Government insisted, 
through its ambassador, the Duke 
of Montebello, on the extradition 
of Prince Louis Napoleon, who 
with his mother. Queen Hortensc, 
had for some time resided in the 
canton of Thurgau. In the Diet, 
Dr, Kern protested against the 
right of any power to interfere 
ivith the hospitality of his canton, 
or with the liberty of a Swiss 
citizen ; and on his return to Tluir- 
gau to render to the Town Council 
an account of the deliberations of 
the Diet, he urged his follow- 
citizens not to allow themselves to 
he intimidated hy the menaces of 
France. “Du what is right, fuqwen 
what may was the conclusion of 
his speech. Dr. Kern had the 
satisfaction to return to the Diet 
with the unanimous votes of his 
canton in favour of his principle. 
As President of the Ecole Poly- 
technique of Zurich, he has done 
much for that valuable institution. 
When, in 1857, the dispute between 
Switzerland and the King of Prus¬ 
sia as to Neufchatel threatened to 
cause serious troubles. Dr. Kern 
was deputed to maintain the in¬ 
terest and-uphold the dignity of the 
republic at the conference held at 
Neufchatelj and was appointed 
Svdss plenipotentiary at the court 
of France. 

KEKB, Bobert, architect, was 
bora at Aberdeen, 1823, and became 
a pupil of John Smith, City Archi¬ 
tect of Aberdeen. He was the first 
President of the Architectural 
Association in 18 i7, was elected a 
Fellow of the Koyal Institute of 
British Architects in 1857, and 
was appointed Professor of the 
Arts of Construction at King's 
College, London, in 1861. He is 
the author of “ The English Gen¬ 
tleman's House/' 1864.*, and other 
works, and amongst other build¬ 
ings, has designed and executed 


Bearwood, Berkshire, the residence 
of Mr. John Walter. 

KEBVYN DE IETTENHOVE, 
Joseph. Marie Bruno Constantin, a 
Belgian statesman and historian, 
born at Sb. Michel, near Bruges, 
Aug. 17,1817. From an early ago 
lie devoted himself to historical 
and antiquarian studies, and began 
to gather the materials for the 
admirable works which have gained 
for him bo high a reputation, both 
in his native country and in 
France. He has been for many 
years a member of tho Chamber of 
Bepresentativos, where ho distin¬ 
guished himself as a supporter of 
the Conservative or Catholic party. 
When that party came into power 
in July, 1870, he accepted office 
I under Baron d'Anethan as Minister 
of the Interior, and retained that 
post until the resignation of tho 
ministry in Dec. 1871.

KEY, Admiral the Bight Hon. Sir 
Astley Cooper, G.C.B., E.B.S., is 
the second son of the late Charles 
Aston Key, Esq,, by Anne, daugh¬ 
ter of the Kev. Samuel Lorick 
Cooper, of Great Yarmouth. He 
was born in 1821, and educated at 
the Naval College, Portsmouth, 
where he obtained the first medal 
and a lieutenant’s commission in 
the navy, which ho entered in 1835. 
He was junior lieutenant of the 
Gorgon in 1814, and was officially 
mentioned for rescuing her on being 
stranded at Blonte Video. In 1815 
he was wounded in the action of 
tho Obligado whilst in command of 
the Fanny, and displayed a gal¬ 
lantry which earned his early pro¬ 
motion to Commander’s rank. The 
wreck of H.M.S. Gorgon brought 
out in him that power of applying 
science to the wants of the navy', 
which has ever since distinguished 
him. His book, descriptive of the 
operations which resulted in the 
recovery of tho ship, displayed 
marked ability and clearness of 
thought. After three years’ ser¬ 
vice in the Bulldog, on the coasts of 
Italy and Sicily, Commander Key 
was made a Captain in i860. He 
served in command of the Amphion 
during the Baltic campaign, taking 
part in the capture of the forts or 
Bomarsund, and other operations. 
When the honours were distributed, 
he was nominated a C.B. (1855). 
Placed in command of the Bana- 
pareil, and a squadron of gunboats, 
he served at Calcutta during the 


Indian Mutiny, and received tho 
thanks of the Governor-General 
Soon afterwards he commanded a 
battalion of seamen at the capture 
of Canton, where he secured, with 
his own hand. Commissioner Yeh 
as he was in the act of escaping 
over a paling at the back of his 
yamsen. On his return to England 
he was chosen to represent the 
navy on the Boyal Commission 
appointed to consider the state of 
our defences j and in 1860 he be¬ 
came captain of the steam ordinary 
at Devonport. He passed to the 
Excellent in 1863, and found himself 
in first charge of the great develop¬ 
ment of the iron-plate and the 
heavy gun. The great changes in 
gunnery necessitated the creation 
of a new office at Whitehall, and 
Captain, afterwards Bear-Admiral 
Key, filled the post of Director- 
General of Naval Ordnance until 
I860, when he became Superinten¬ 
dent of Portsmouth Dockyard. He 
was next appointed second in com¬ 
mand in the Mediterranean, and 
Superintendent of Malta Dockyard; 
and was President of the Boyal 
Naval Collego, Greenwich, from 
Dec. 1872 to Jan. 1876, when ho be¬ 
came Commander-in-Chief on tho 
North American and West Indian 
Station. He was promoted Vice- 
Admiral in 1873, and Admiral in 
1878. In 1879 he was appointed 
Principal Naval Aide-de-Camp to 
the Queen. The University of 
Oxford conferred on him the hono¬ 
rary degree of D.C.L. in 1880 5 and 
for his services iu the Egyptian 
expedition of 1882 he was made a 
G.C.B. Sir A. Cooper Key has held 
since 1879 the office of Second Lord 
of the Admiralty undor two suc¬ 
cessive Administrations, and was 
sworn in as Privy Councillor in 
1884. He was placed on tho 
retired list of Admirals, in 188G. 

KIMBERLEY (Earl of). The 
Right Hon, John Wodehouse, K.G., 
born Jan. 7, 1826, was educated at 
Eton and Christ Church, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1817* 
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taking a first-class in classical 
honours. He succeeded his grand¬ 
father as third Baron Wodehouso, 
May 20,1810, and was raised to tlic 
earldom of Kimberley, Juno 1,1800, 
In Dec,, 1852, he accepted the post 
of Under-Secretary of Stato for 
foreign Affairs, which he held 
under Lords Aberdeen and Pal¬ 
merston until 1850, when he w«.n 
appointed Envoy at St. Peters¬ 
burg. Ho returned from .Russia in 
1858, and resumed his post as 
Under-Seeretary for Foreign Af¬ 
fairs in Lord Palmers Lon's second 
administration, Juno 19, 1859, re¬ 
tiring Aug. 11,1801. In 1803 he 
was sent on a special mission to the 
north of Europe, with tho view of 
obtaining some settlement of the 
Schleswig-Holstein question j and 
in 186*1 was appointed under Secre¬ 
tory for India. In Oct. of the 
samo year he succeeded the late 
Earl of Carlisle in the Lord-Lieu- 
tonancy of Iroland, resigning that 
post on the fall of Lord Bussell's 
second administration, in July, 
1800. He hold tho office of Lord 
Privy Seal in JMr. Gladstone's ad¬ 
ministration from Dec. 1808, to 
July, 1870, and that of Secretary ot 
State for the Colonies from tliu 
hitter date until the retirement of 
Mr. Gladstone in Fob. 187-1. In 
Feb. 1878, he was nominated Chair¬ 
man of the Boyal Commission 
appointed to encpiire into the work¬ 
ing of the Penal Sorvitude Acts. 
He was reappointed Secretary of 
State for the Colonies on Mr. Glad¬ 
stone's return to power in May, 
1880 j and in June, 1882, he was also 
appointed to hold provisionally the 
seals of the office of Chancellor of 
the Duchy of Lancaster, resigned 
by Mir. Bright. On Dec. 16, 1882, 
he received from the Queen the 
seals of the office of Secretary of 
State for India, which ho held till 
June, 1885, and to which he was 
reappointed on the formation of 
Mr. Gladstone's third Government 
in Feb. 1886. He is a member of 
the Senate of the University of 


London, and President of Univer¬ 
sity College, London. 

KING, The Right Rev. Edward, 
D.D., Bishop of Lincoln, was bom 
about the year 1829, and was edu¬ 
cated at Oriel College, Oxford, 
(B.A. 1851, M.A. 1855). He was 
ordained deacon in 1851, and priest 
1S53, by the Bishop of Oxford, anil 
became curate of Wheatley. In 
1858 he was appointed Chaplain 
and Assistant Lecturer of Cuddos- 
don College, and from 18G3-73 he 
was Principal of the College, in 
1873 he became Canon of Christ 
Church, Oxford, and Regius Pro¬ 
fessor of Pas to riil Theology, in 
which position he exercised a wide 
influence throughout tho Univer¬ 
sity. On the death of Dr. Chris¬ 
topher Wordsworth in 1885, Dr. 
King was appointed to the Bishop¬ 
ric of Lincoln, and was consecratad 
in Lincoln Cathedral. Dr. King 
is a pronounced High Churchman. 
He is unmarried. 

KINULAKE, Alexander William, 
oldest son of the late William 
Kinglako, Esq., of Wilton House, 
near Taunton, born in 1811, was 
educated at Eton and Trinity Col¬ 
lege, Cambridge, where he gradu¬ 
ated B.A. in 1832, was oalled to tho 
bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 1837, but 
retired from tho law in 1850. He 
is well known as the author of 
** Eothen," an account of his ex¬ 
periences in Eastern travel, pub¬ 
lished in 1814. He was returned 
as one of the members in tho 
Liberal interest, in March, 1857, 
for Bridgewater. In 1858 he moved 
the first amendment against tho 
" Conspiracy Bill," and in the samo 
year brought forward the question 
of the Cagliari, and in 1859 that of 
the Charles ct Georges. In 1860 he 
took an active port in denouncing 
the annexation of Savoy and Nico 
to the French empire. His " Inva¬ 
sion of the Crimea/' being the first 
portion of a History of the Russian 
War of 1854-6, a work upon which 
he had been for some time engaged, 
appeared in 1803, and some pas- 
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sages gave great offence at the 
Court of the Tuileries, The sale of 
the book was prohibited in Prance 
during the Empire. Th e fifth volume 
appeared in 1870, uud the sixth n 
few years later. At the general 
election of 1SGS Mr. Kinglake was 
again returned for Bridgewater 
(which borough has since been dis¬ 
franchised), but on petition was 
unseated. 

KIRGrLAKE, Robert Arthur, 
brother of the historian of the 
Crimean'War, was bom at Taunton, 
in 181ft, and was educated at Ottery 
Saint Mary, Devonshire. For more 
than half a century he has devoted 
lximself to works of charity and 
benevolence, directing his especial 
efforts to the improvement of the 
moral and physical condition of the 
labouring classes. The extension 
of penny and other savings banks, 
the promotion of the labourers’ 
tr allotment ” system, and the im¬ 
provement of the dwellings of the 
agricultural poor, are objects which 
have chiefly occupied his attention. 
He established a ,f Court of lie con¬ 
ciliation ” in his native town, by 
means of which he has been enabled, 
under the influence of friendly me¬ 
diation, to settle a large number of 
quarrels without involving the con¬ 
tending parties in any * f costs.” 
Mr. Kinglake was one of the prin¬ 
cipal promoters of the "West of 
England Sanatorium established 
near Weston-super-Mare. In an¬ 
other, but equally useful direction, 
he lias extended his untiring 
labours by seeking to ameliorate the 
condition of discharged prisoners. 
He was the originator in his native 
county, of its famous and well- 
known fr Valhalla of Worthies,” 
which includes the busts of Locke, 
Blake, Pym, Speke, Fielding, and 
General John Jacob, the founder 
of the celebrated Scinde Horse, 
and others. He is the author of a 
memoir of General Guyon, the 
famous English hero in the Hun¬ 
garian War of Independence—a 
work which called forth the warm 


approval of Kossuth and his friends. 
Mr. Kinglake is also the author of 
a work on Land Transfer, and of 
various pamphlets on social sub¬ 
jects. 

KIRBY, The Right Rev. Tobias, 
Bishop of Lita, was born in the 
diocese of Waterford, in 180ft, and 
went to Rome in 1829, when lie 
determined to embrace the ecclesi¬ 
astical profession, and entered him¬ 
self a student at the Roman Semi¬ 
nary. Among his fellow students 
was the present Pope, Leo XIII. 
Mr. Kirby was ordained a priest in 
1833. His learning and piety caused 
his selection for the post of Vice- 
Rector of the Dish College in 18ft5, 
and in 1850 he succeeded Cardinal 
Cullen as Rector. That office he 
has held during eventful periods. 
He witnessed the revolution which 
drove out Pius IX. and the restora¬ 
tion of the same Pontiff, and again 
that other revolution which led to 
the fall of the temporal power. 
As the trusted agent of the Irish 
and many colonial Bishops, Mon- 
Bignor Kirby had frequent com¬ 
munications with Phis IX., who 
created him in 1860 a Private 
Chamberlain, and with Leo XIII., 
who soon after his accession raised 
him to the rank of Domestic Pre¬ 
late. In May, 1881, he was ap¬ 
pointed Bishop of Lita, in pa? tit its 
infidclium. 

KIRK, Sir John, M.D., K.C.M.G., 

I was born at Arbirlot, near Arbroath, 
Forfarshire, in 1833. He graduated. 
M.D. in the University of Edin¬ 
burgh in 1861, and early distin¬ 
guished himself in botany and 
other departments of natural his¬ 
tory. He served on the Civil Medi¬ 
cal Staff during the Crimean War, 
and subsequently, for six years, as 
Medical Officer and Naturalist to 
the late Dr. Livingstone's seoond 
exploring expedition to the Zam¬ 
besi River in Feb. 1858, and acted 
throughout as Chief Officer until 
the return of the expedition to 
England in July, 1861. In ItC6 
he was appointed Acting Surgeon 
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to tlio Political Agency at Zanzibar. 
Hie health now giving way, ho re¬ 
turned to England for a time, and 
then went back to Africa in the 
consular service. IIo was promoted 
to be Vice-Consul at Zanzibar in 
1873, and he accompanied the Sul¬ 
tan of Zanzibar in his visit to Eng¬ 
land in 1875, having previously, 
by his great influence with that 
potentate, induced him to enter 
into a treaty for the abolition of 
the slave trade in his dominions. 
By his own exertions, and the aid 
he has afforded to other explorers. 
Dr. Kirk has materially aided the 
progress of geographical discovery 
in East Africa ; but his groat 
achievement is the almost complete 
suppression of the slave-trade in 
the greater part of Eastern Africa. 
In 1875 he was appointed Consul 
in the Comoro Islands. He was 
made a C.M.GL in Aug. 1870; Agent 
and Consul-General at Zanzibar in 
1880 ; and a K.C.M.U. in Sept. 
1881. 

KIRKPATRICK, The Rev. Alex¬ 
ander Francis, M.A., is the son of 
the late Rev. F. Kirkpatrick, who 
was descended from a younger 
branch of the family of the Kirk¬ 
patricks of Closeburn in Scotland, 
and was born at Lewes in 1819. 
Ho received his education at 
Haileybury College, under the 
Rev. A. G. Butler, and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, whore he ob¬ 
tained a Minor Scholarship in 1867, 
and a Foundation Scholarship in 
the following year. Ho was elected 
Bell Scholar and Porson Scholar in 
1868, and Craven Scholar in 1870; 
and graduated B.A. in 1871, as 
second in the first-class of the 
Classical Tripos. In the same year 
he was elected to a Fellowship at 
Trinity College. He svas placed in 
the first-class of the Theological 
Examination in 1872, obtaining 
ilie Evans Prize, and being equal 
for the Sebolefield and Hebrew 
Prizes, and in 1871 was elected 
Tyrwhitt Hebrew Scholar. He was 
ordained deacon in 1874 and priest 
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in 1875, by the Bishop of Ely. He 
hold the office of Assistant Tutor 
of his Colloge from 1871 to 1882 ; 
served as Junior Proctor and Exa¬ 
miner for the Classical and Theo¬ 
logical Triposes; was Whitehall 
Preacher, 1878-80, and Lady Mar- 
gai'ct’s Preacher, 1882. In 1882 he 
succeeded Professor Jarrett as Re¬ 
gius Professor of Hebrew in the 
University of Cambridge, an office 
to which a Canonry in Ely Cathe¬ 
dral is attached. He has beon 
Examining Chaplain to the Bishop 
of Winchester since 1878. Pro¬ 
fessor Kirkpatrick has written a 
commentary on the First and 
Second Books of Samuel in ft The 
Cambridge Bible lor Schools and 
Colleges/' and has contributed to 
the Church Quarterly Rciueio anil 
the Expositor. 

KITCHIN, The Very Rev. George 
William, D.I)., Dean of Winchester, 
was horn Bee. 7,1827, ftt Nuughton 
parsonage, Suffolk, being son of 
the Rev. I. Kitohin, Rector of St. 
Stephen's, Ipswich, by his wife, 
a daughter of Rev. W. Hirdgctt, 
Rector of Mebnerby, Cumberland. 
He was educated at Ipswich Gram¬ 
mar School, King's College School, 
and Christ Church, Oxford (B.A. 
—double first-class—1850 ; M.A. 
1853; D.D. 1883). He was ap¬ 
pointed Tutor of Christ Chinch in 
1853; Head Master of Twyford 
School in 1855 ; Censor and Tutor 
of Christ Church in 1861 { Proctor 
of the University in 1863; Tutor 
to H.R.H. the Crown Prince of 
Denmark in 1863; Censor of non- 
collegiate students, 18G8-1883; 
History Lecturer at Christ Church, 
and History Tutor at Christ Church, 
in 1882 j and Dean of Winchester 
in 1883, in succession to Dean 
Bramston, who retired. He was 
Select Preacher at Oxford in 1863 
and 1801; and Whitehall Preacher 
in 1866 and 1867. He was a mem¬

KLAPKA, George, 1 joru nt Temes- 
war, Ajall 7, 182'f, entered the 
army at the age of eighteen, was 
at first attached to the artillery, 
and (ompleted his military educa¬ 
tion at Vienna. Sent, in 1817, into 
a frontier regiment, he was dis¬ 
gusted with the profession, and 
resigned. He was about to travel 
abroad when the Revolution of 
1818 broke out, and he resumed 
the profession of anna. Fighting 
against Austria, he took command 
ot a company of JRonveds, and dis¬ 
tinguished himself in the war 
against the Servians. Towards 
the close of 1HJ8 he was the chief 
of the shift of (Jen. Ki.% and after 
the defeat of Kaschnu (.lan. i, 
IS 19), replaced Mesburos at the 
1 lead of his corps (I'artHi'c. Under 
Kossuth he was Minister of "War, 
and entered completely into the 
views of llio Government of the 
Revolution, Quitting the Ministi y, 
lie took command of Comaiu, and 
vainly endeavoured to reconcile 
Kossuth and Gorgei. After tlio 
unfortunate capitulation of Yilagos 
(Aug, 13,1849), Klapka maintained 
liitnself heroically in Comoru, and 
menaced Austria and Styria, until 


he heard of the alleged defection 
of Gorgei. In Sept. 1849, a con¬ 
vention was signed between the 
defenders of the place and Gen. 
Ifaynuu, and Klapka went into 
exile, first in London, and after¬ 
wards in Switzerland and Italy. 
His n Memoirs," published at Leip- 
sic in 1850, were followed by " The 
National War in Hungary and 
Transylvania/' in 1851. In the 
unfortunate arrangements set on 
foot by Garibaldi for the attempt 
on Koine, in 1862, when he sought 
to excite the Hungarians to take 
the field, a judicious counter-pro¬ 
clamation from Klapka, pointing 
out the headlong temerity and 
rashness of the undertaking, kept 
thorn quietly in their homes. Jn 
1800, however, after the defeat of 
Austria nt Koniggratz, ho foimcd 
a company of Honvcds, and endea¬ 
voured to bring about a revolution 
in Hungaryj but the attempt failed, 
and Klapka fled to Oderberg. In 

1873 ho w r as engaged upon the re¬ 
organisation of the Turkish army, 
and in the war of 1877-78, his 
advice was freely offered to the 
Turkish generals. 

KNATJS, Ludwig, a celebrated 
German genre-painter, waB born 
at Wiesbaden, Oct. 10, 1829, and 
entered the Academy at Diis- 
soldorf, where he studied under 
Sohn and Scliadow. Ho then went 
to Paris, and, with n break of one 
year in Italy, lived there for eight 
years, perfecting himself in the 
technical part of his art by close 
study of modem French ma&tcis. 
TLis first important pictures lvoie 
“ The Golden Wedding/' 1858, and 
" The Christening," 1859. In the 
follow ing year he returned to Wies¬ 
baden, but in 1801 went to Berlin, 
in I860 to Dueseldorf, wdienco in 

1874 he once nioie returned to 
Berlin, in order to fill an important 
post in the Academy. Besides the 
above-named works may be men¬ 
tioned ** Funeral in a Hesse Vil¬ 
lage/’ 1871; <r His Excellency 
Travelling,” ft The Village Musi- 
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cian/’ "Tho Inn,” JL87G; “Tlio 
Refractory Model,” 1877; "Solo¬ 
mon^ Wisdom/’ 1878 j and "A 
Peep Behind the Scenes/’ 1880, the 
last of which created a groat deal 
of interest in Duaseldorf. 

KNOWLES, James, horn in 1831, 
was educated as an architect at a 
private school, at University Col¬ 
lege, in his father’s office, and in 
Italy, He is a Fellow of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, and 
has executed many architectural 
works, chiefly in London and its 
neighbourhood — amongst which 
may lie mentioned, Aldworfch, 
the Surrey residence of Lord 
Tennyson; Kensington House,with 
its gardens and adjuncts; the 
Thatched House Cluh, St. James’s 
Street; the public garden and 
fountain in Leicester Square; Al¬ 
bert mansions in Victoria Street; 
and St. Saviour’s, St. Philip’s, and 
St. Stephen’s Churches at Clapham. 
Mr. Knowles has also "been engaged 
in literature from an early age, 
contributing many articles to jour¬ 
nals and reviews, and in 1800 com¬ 
piling (from Sir Thomas Malory) 
ft The Story of King Arthur,” which 
reached a sixth edition. In 1809 
he originated "The Metaphysical 
Society,” a club consisting of forty 
members, chiefly being eminent 
representatives of the most various 
forms of contemporary thought 
and belief on speculative subjects 
—Anglican, Roman Catholic, Non¬ 
conformist, Positivist, Agnostic, 
and Atheistic—and constituted for 
the full, free, and confidential dis¬ 
cussion of philosophical questions. 
In 1870 he succeeded Dean Alford 
in the editorship of the Confcwi- 
porary Itevicw, which, by enlisting 
the aid of the members of the 
Metaphysical Society, he raised to 
a position of influence and import¬ 
ance. In 1877, owing to a change 
in the proprietorship of the Con- 
temporal y iteview, a separation took 
place between it and Mr. Knowles, 
when—supported by more than one 
hundred writers of celebrity (mostly 


members of the Metaphysical So¬ 
ciety, and contributors to the Con- 
temporanj Heview )—he established 
The Nineteenth Century, a monthly 
ro view,in which,as his own property, 
the principle of the unfettered and 
unbiassed disoussion of all topics 
of public interest, by authors sign¬ 
ing their own names, might be 
preserved without interference, 
The Nineteenth Century immediately 
attained and still preserves a very 
wide circulation. 

KOSSUTH, Louis, ex-Govemor 
of Hungary, was born April 21, 
1802, at Monolr, in the county of 
Zcmplin, where his fathor was a 
small owner, of the noble class, 
Louis was educated at the Pro¬ 
testant College of Scharasehpntack, 
whore he qualified himself for the 
profession of an advocate, obtained 
his diploma in 1826, and in 1830 
became agent to the Countess Sza- 
pary, and as such sat in the Comital 
Assembly. At the ago of twenty 
seven lie took liis scat in the 
National Diet of Prcsburg, as re¬ 
presentative of a magnate. He 
published reports of the proceedings 
of this assembly on lithographed 
sheets, until they were suppressed 
by the Government, and afterwards 
in MS, circulars. The Government, 
which determined not to allow 
reports of parliamentary debates 
to become current in Hungary, 
prosecuted him for high treason; 
and in 1839 he was sentenced to 
four years’ imprisonment. Alter 
about a year and a half of confine¬ 
ment, he was liberated under an 
act of amnesty. In Jan, 1841, ho 
became chief editor of the Birlap, 
a newspaper published at Postli. 
His influence with his countrymen 
steadily increased until, in March, 
1848, he entered Vienna with a 
deputation to urge the claims of his 
country upon the Government, and 
returned to Presburg as Minister of 
Finance. Under his influence the 
internal reforms which he had ad¬ 
vocated were carried out; the 
lost remains of the oppressive 
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feudal siyhtom were swept away, 
and the peasants were declared 
free from all seignorial claims, the 
country undertaking to indemnify 
the landlords. The Diet was dis¬ 
solved, and a new Diet summoned 
for July 2, by which Kossuth was 
created Governor of Hungary, and 
he held that post during the civil 
war of 1848-9. After the efforts of 
the Hungarians had been crushed, 
mainly by the aid of Russian armed 
intervention, Kossuth was com¬ 
pelled to retire to Turkey. He 
reached Sehuinla with Bern, Dem- 
binski, Perczol, Guyon, and 5,000 
men, and was appointed a residence 
in Widdin. Austria and Russia 
wished the refugees to ho given up, 
in which case they would probably 
have been executed. Through the 
intervention of England and 
Franco, the demand was refused. 
The Into Sultan helmvod with 
great humanity and disinterested¬ 
ness on the occasion. The refugees 
were removed to Kutahia, in Asia 
Minor, where they remained pri¬ 
soners until Aug. 22, 1851. Kos¬ 
suth left Kutahia Sept. 1, and 
after touching at Spezzia, called 
at Marseilles, hut was refused 
permission to travel through 
France. Having been hospitably 
received at Gibraltar and at 
Lisbon, he reached Southampton 
Oct. 28, sailed for the United 
States Nov. 21, and made a tour, 
agitating in favour of Hungary. 
He soon returned to England, 
where he resided for some years, 
occupying himself chiefly in writing 
for newspapers, and delivering lec¬ 
tures against the house of Haps- 
burg. One of the occasions on which 
his name was brought prominently 
before the public was in 1860, when 
the Austrian Government insti¬ 
tuted a successful process against 
Messrs. Day & Sons for litho¬ 
graphing several millions of bank¬ 
notes for circulation in Hungary, 
signed by Kossuth, as governor of 
that country. In Nov. 1861, he 
published in the Persergrarwa, an 


Italian journal, a long letter, 
setting forth the situation of 
Hungary, and urging the Italians 
to commence war against Austria, 
with the view of enabling the 
Hungarians to develop their 
strength against that Power j 
issued an inflammatory address 
to the Hungarians, June 6, I860, 
and after the close of the war of 
that year advised the Hungarians 
to reject the concessions offered by 
Francis Joseph. He was elected 
deputy for Waitzon, Aug. 1,1867, 
hut ho declined to accept the office. 
In April, 1875, M. Kossuth was 
living in an unpretending dwelling 
in Turin, where he had resided for 
thirteen years, in the strictest 
privacy. Latterly he has devoted 
much of his time to science, and 
he published a paper on the " Far- 
Lenver ilnderung dor Sterne *’ in 
1871. In Nov. 1879, he lost his 
rights as a Hungarian citizen, as 
the Chamber of Deputies adopted 
a Bill declaring that any native of 
the country who voluntarily resided 
abroad for an uninterrupted period 
of ten years should lose his civil 
status. The Extreme Left violently 
opposed the measure, accusing the 
Government of levelling it directly 
against Kossuth, but it was finally 
carried by 141 votes to 62. Kossuth 
was engaged for several years in 
writing his "Memoirs/* the last 
volume of which appeared in 1882. 

KBAPOTXIN, Petr Alexeie- 
vitch, was horn at Moscow, Dec. 9, 
1842. At the ago of 15 he ontered 
the Corps of Pages at St. Peters¬ 
burg, and was promoted Lieu¬ 
tenant in 1862. Attracted by the 
desire of travelling, he joined 
a regiment of Cossacks of the 
Amur, and spent five yoai’s in 
Eastern Siberia, first as Aidc-de- 
Camp to the Military Governor 
of Transbaikalia, and, after 1803, 
as Attache for Cossacks’ Affairs to 
the Governor-General of Eastern 
Siberia. During those five years 
he thrice visited the Amur and 
TJsuri, and made extensive jour- 
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neys in Siberia and Mantchuria. 
In 18013 lie crossed the North 
Mantchuria from Transbaikalia bo 
the --Amur, viit Morglmn j in the 
same year he took part in the first 
steamer-expedition up the Sungari 
to Ghirin. Accouuts of these 
journeys, and several others, are 
published in the Memoirs of the 
Russian and Siberian Geographical 
Society, from the former of which 
lie received the gold medal. Pro¬ 
moted Captain in 1803, he returned 
in 1867 to St. Petersburg, and 
studied four years at the Mathe¬ 
matical .Faculty of that University, 
and acted as Secretary to the 
Phyyieal-Ueograpliy Section of the 
Geographical Society. In 1871 he 
was Bent by this society to explore 
the glacial doposits in [Finland and 
Sweden, the account of which is 
embodied in a larger work on the 
Glacial Period, the first volume 
of which was published in the 
Memoirs of the Geographical So¬ 
ciety. In 1872 he paid a visit to 
Switzerland and Belgium, and be¬ 
came acquainted with the Inter¬ 
national Working Men's Associa¬ 
tion, and joined the most advanced 
anarchist section of it. He re¬ 
turned to Russia and became a 
member of the widely-spread 
organisation of the Tchaykovtry; 
was arrested in March, 187*1, and 
confined to the fortress of St. 
Peter and St. Paul, where he con¬ 
tinued to write on the Glacial 
Period. He was ti'ansferred to the 
prison of the Military Hospital, 
and escaped on July 12,1876, and 
went to England. The next year 
he rejoined, in Switzerland, the 
Jura Federation of the Inter¬ 
national Working Men's Associa¬ 
tion, and in February, 1879, 
founded at Geneva the anarchist 
paper ie Revolts now published at 
Paris. Expelled from Switzerland 
in September, 1881, ho stayed first 
for a few months at Thonon while 
his wife passed her examination of 
B.Sc,, and then went to reside in 
England, where he roused an agi¬ 


tation against the Russian Govern¬ 
ment both in the preSB (Newcastle 
Chronicle , Fortnightly Review, and 
Nineteenth Century), and by a 
series of lectures at Newcastle and 
in Scotland. In October, 1882, he 
went again to stay at Thonon, 
whore no was arrested Dec. 20 , 
1882, On Jan. 19, 1883, he was 
condemned by the Police Correc- 
tionnelle Court at Lyons to five 
years' imprisonment for participa¬ 
tion in the International Work¬ 
ing Men's Association. He was 
liberated on Jan. 15, 1886, by 
decree of the President of the 
French Republic. His anarchist 
papers contributed to the RCvoW 
have been collected by his friend 
Elise EeduB, and were published 
in October, 1885, in a separate 
volume, under the title " Paroles 
d’un R 6 volte/* 

KBTTPP, Frederlok, a celebrated 
metal-founder, is proprietor of the 
enormous manufactory at Essen, 
in Rhenish Prussia, originally 
established by his father in 1827. 
At first the elder Rmpp had only 
two workmen, and the works were 
conducted on the most limited 
scale; but under the supervision 
of the son they attained to their 
present colossal jnoportions. Fre¬ 
derick Krupp is the discoverer of 
tho method of casting steel in very 
large masses. He sent to the 
London Exhibition of 1851 a block 
weighing forty-five German quin¬ 
tals ; and at tho present time he is 
able to cast a block weighing more 
than four thousand quintals. Herr 
Krupp manufactures a large num¬ 
ber of articles used for peaceful 
purposes 5 but his name is more 
particularly associated with the 
gigantic steel siege-guns which 
tho Germans used with such 
terrible effect against the city 
of Paris. In 1864 the King of 
Prussia offered him letters of 
nobility, which he declined to 
accept. 

KUENEN, Abraham, D.D.,LL.D., 
is a native of Haarlem, where he 
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•was born Sept. 9, 1828. Ho was 
educated in the local Gymnasium. 
In 184G he was entered as a student 
of theology in the University of 
Leyden, and in. 1821 took with 
great distinction the doctor's 
degree in that faculty. The next 
year lie qualified as Professor Ex¬ 
traordinary of the science by a 
learned dissertation on the im¬ 
portance of an exact knowledge of 
Hebrew antiquity for the study. 
In 1803 the Academical Senate 
honoured him with the doctorate 
in literature, and in Oct. 1855, he 
became Ordinary Professor of 
Theology. Dr. Kuenen had already 
made himself a great name as a 
critic of the Biblical books, and 
especially of the Pentateuch, 
having published, in the years 
1851-54, il most important Latin 
work on Abu Saids Anihic version 
of Genesis, Exodus, and Leviticus, 
from the Samaritan Pentateuch. 
Among the most noteworthy of his 
numerous later works are his three 
volumes, which appeared in the 
years 18G1-5 under the title u His- 
torico-Critical Investigation into 
the Origin and Collection of the 
Old Testament BookB.” A French 
translation of the first volume, by 
A. Pierson, appeared at Paris in 
18GO, and a second was published 
in 1879, with a preface by M. 
Penan. A bitter and protracted 
controversy was kindled in this 
country by Bishop Colenso's publi¬ 
cation hero in 1805 of his transla¬ 
tion of the earliest chapters of the 
t?amo work under the title " The 
Pentateuch and the Book of Joshua 
critically Examined.” Among 
later works by Professor Kuenen 
which have appeared in English 
may be mentionod "The Reli¬ 
gion of Israel to the Fall of the 
Jewish State” (London, 1874-75), 
and ff The Prophets and Prophecy 
in Israel ” (London, 1877). The 
translator of the latter work was 
the Rev. Adam Milroy, M.A., and 
it was furnished with an introduc¬ 
tion by Dr* J. Muir. Many papers 


by Dr. Kuenen will he found in 
the Transactions of the Amster¬ 
dam Koyal Academy of Sciences, 
of which he was elected a Fellow 
in 1865. The Hibhert Lectures 
for the year 1882 were delivered 
at Oxford and in London by 
Dr. Kuenen, the subject being 
“ National Boligions and Uni¬ 
versal Religions.” He pre¬ 
sided over the sixth Congress of 
Orientalists held at Leyden in 
Sept. 1883.

LABICHE, Eug&xe Marin, a 
French dramatist, born at Tar is, 
5th May, 1815, was educated at Llie 
College Bourbon, then entered the 
School of Law, and made his first 
attempts at authorship in 1835, 
when he sent various contributions 
to the minor journals of the day. 
In 1838 he published a novel, "La 
Clef des Champs,” and wrote, in 
conjunction with M. Marc Michel 
and M. Loir one, " M. de Coyllin, on 
FHoinme infhiimcnt poli,” for the 
dtfbut of GrasBot at the Palais Royal 
theatre. In spite of the doubtful 
success of thiB piece, M. Labiche 
thenceforward devoted himself to 
the production of farces of the 
same description, with the most 
extravagant plots and abounding 
in droll situations. The pieces 
he has brought out, chiefly in 
collaboration with other writex’s, 
arc upwards of 100 in number. 
Among the most successful are:—

In 
Feb., 1880, he was olected a mem¬ 
ber of the French Academy, in 
the room of M. de Sacy, and his 
reception took place on Nov, 25, 
whan M. John Lemoinne delivered 
the address of welcome. 

LAB0TJCHERE, Henry, M.P., 
eldest son of the late John Labou- 
chere, of Broome Pork, Surrey, 
and nephew of the late Lord Taun¬ 
ton, was born in 1831, and educated 
at Eton. He entered the diploma¬ 
tic service in 1S54 and was succes¬ 
sively Attache at Washington, 
Munich, Stockholm, Frankfort, St. 
Petersburg and Dresden; he was 
appointed Third Secretary in 1862, 
Second Secretary at Constantinople 
in 1863, and retired in 1861. In 
1865 he entered Parliament as 
Liberal member for Windsor; but 
in April, 1866, he was unseated on 
petition, and from 18C7 to 1868 sat 
for Middlesex. In February, 1874, 
he unsuccessfully contested Not¬ 
tingham, but in 1880 was returned 
at the head of the poll for North¬ 
ampton, and lias since, with Mr. 
Bradlaugh, sat for that borough. 
Mr. Labouehere, who was returned 
at the last general election as a 
strong Gladstone Liberal, is con¬ 
sidered one of the moat lively 
and amusing speakers in the House. 
He is proprietor and editor of TndA, 
part proprietor of the Daily Nom, 
and was the defendant in the cele¬ 
brated libel case, Lawson v. Labou- 
cliere. He married Kiss Henrietta 
ffodson, the well-known actress. 

IAJNG, Samuel, son of Mr. Samuel 
Laing, of Rapdale, co. Orkney, and 
nephew of Mr. Malcolm Luing, 
author of a" History of Scotland/* 
horn at Edinburgh in 1810, was 
educated at St. Jolm's College, 
Cambridge, whore he took his B.A. 
degree in 1832, being second 
wrangler and second Smith's prize¬ 
man, He Wits elected a fellow of 
St. John's, resided in the riniver- 
sity as a mathematical tutor, and 
entered at Lincoln's Inn, where he 
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was called to the bar in 1810, and 
soon after became private secretary 
to Mr. Labouchere, then President 
of the Board of Trade. Upon the 
formation of the Kail way Depart¬ 
ment, he was appointed secretary, 
and thenceforth distinguished him¬ 
self in railway legislation under 
successive presidencies of the Board 
of Trade. In 1814 he proved the 
results of his experience in " A 
Report on British and Foreign 
Railways/' gave much valuable 
evidence before a committee of the 
Commons upon Railways, and to 
his suggestions the humbler classes 
are mainly indebted for the con¬ 
venience of parliamentary trains at 
a minimum rate of payment of one 
penny per mile. In 1845 Mr. Laing 
was nominated a member of the 
Railway Commission, presided over 
hy Lord Dulliousio, and drew up 
the chief reports on the railway 
schemes of that period. Had his 
recommendations been followed, 
much of the commercial crisis of 
1815 would, as has since been 
proved, have been averted. The 
reports of the commission having 
been rejeetod by Parliament, the 
commission was dissolved, and Mr. 
Laing, who resigned his post at the 
Board of Trade, returned to prac¬ 
tice at the bar. In 1848 he ac¬ 
cepted the post of Chairman and 
Managing Director of the Brighton 
Railway Company, and under his 
administration the passenger traffic 
of the line was in five years nearly 
doubled. In 1852 he became Chair¬ 
man of the Crystal Pal aeo Company, 
from which he retired in 1855, as 
well aB from the chairmanship of 
the Brighton Railway Company. 
In. July, 1852, Mr. Laing was re¬

LANG, Andrew, M.A.,hon.LL.D., 
was born at Selkirk, March 31,1841, 
and educated at the Edinburgh 
Aondomy, St. Andrews University, 
and Balliol Collego, Oxford, where 
lie gained first classes in Classical 
Moderations and the Final Schools. 
In 18G8 lie was elected a Fellow 
of Merton College, Oxford. Ho 
lias published, in verse, " Ballades 
in Blue China," 1881; "Rhymes i\ 
la Mode," 1884; and "Helen of 
Troy," 1882 ; and, in prose, "Cus¬ 
tom and Mytli," 1884; and "The 
Mark of Cain," a novel, 188G. Ho 
has also published a prose transla¬ 
tion of the " Odyssey" (with Prof. 
Butcher) and of the “Iliad" (with 
Messrs. E. Myers and Walt or Leaf), 
and of "Theocritus," Mr. Lang 
writes for the Daily News, and is a 
frequent contributor to periodical 
literature.

LANGEVIN, The Hon. Sir Heolor 
Louis, K.C.M.G., C.B., born in 
Quebec, Aug. 25, 1826, waB edu¬ 
cated at the Seminary in his native 
city, studied law at Montreal, and 
was called to tho bar in 1850. He 
was created Q.C. March 30, 1864. 
He was for eomo time chief editor 
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of the Melanges Religieu#, a news¬ 
paper devoted to politics and theo¬ 
logy, and published in Montreal; 
was afterwards one of the editors 
of Le Courrier du Canada, a daily 
paper published in Quebec, and 
wrote (t Droit Administratif dos 
Pnroisaus, or Parochial Laws and 
Customs of Lower Canada/* 1802. 
Mr. Lange vm, elected Mayor of 
Quebec in Dec. 1857, was re-elected 
in 1858 and 1850, has filled the 
chair of the Institut Canadien, and 
has been President of the St. Jean 
Baptiste Society of Quebec. Hu 
was elected, Jan, 2, 1858, member 
of the Provincial Parliament, by 
the county of Dor chaster, and has 
always supported the Conservative 
party. In March, 1861, Mr. Lange- 
vin became Solicitor-General for 
Lower Canada, with a seat in the 
Cabinet in Sir E. P. Tache*s ad¬ 
ministration, and exchanged the 
former post for the Postmaster- 
Generalship in Nov. 1866. Ho was 
one of the Canadian delegates to 
the conference at Prince Edward 
Island, on the question of the Con¬ 
federation of the British North 1 
American Provinces in the summer 
of 1866, and afterwards to the Que- ! 
hoc Conference, and repaired to 
London with other commissioners 
towards the end of that year, in 
order to complete the arrange-1 
ments. On the reorganisation of 
the Dominion Cabinet in 1867, Mr. 
Lungevin was transferred to the 
position of Secretary of State of 
Canada, Superintendent-General of 
Indian Affairs, and Registrar- 
Generals and in Nov. 1809, ex¬ 
changed this office for that of 
Minister of Public Works, which 
he retained until the fall of the 
Macdonald Government in 1878. 
At the general elections of 1878 he 
was roturned for Three Rivers 
(which he still represents), and 
was sworn in as Postmaster-Gene¬ 
ral in the Liberal-Conservative 
Government of that year. This

LANGTRY, Lillie, actress, is the 
daughter of the Rev. W. C. Lu 
Breton, Dean of Jersey, and was 
born in 1852. In 1871 she was 
married to Mr. Langtry, a native of 
B elfast, and about 1881,after having 
been for some years extremely wull 
known in London society, deter¬ 
mined to go on the stage. After a 
trial trip at a semi-amateur per¬ 
formance at Twickenham, in aid 
of a local charity, in which her 
instructress, Mrs, Henry Labou- 
cherc (Miss Henrietta Hodson), 
was interested, Mrs. Langtry made 
her first public performance on any 
stage on Thursday morning, Dec, 
15,1881, at the Haymnrket Theatre, 
in “ She Stoops to Conquer/* in aid 
of the Royal General Theatrical 
Pund. A brilliant audience as-

On Sept. 16, 1882, 
Mrs. Langtry undertook an en¬ 
gagement of twelve nights attho 
Imperial Theatre, appearing as 
Hester Grazebrook in Tom Taylor’s 
" Unequal Match/* a part she had 
previously essayed during a pro¬ 
vincial tour. She appeared as 
Rosalind in As You Like It ** at 
the Imperial Theatre, on Saturday, 
Sept, 23, 1882, and subsequently 
went to America, where her suc¬ 
cess was complete, and she returned 
to this country vastly improved as 
an actress, and with a considerable 
fortune as the result of her bril- 
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liant tour throughout the conti¬ 
nent of America. Mrs. Langtry has 
twice leased the Prince’s Theatre 
(now the Prince of Wales’ Theatre) 
in Coventry Street, and has ap¬ 
peared as La Prinoesse Georges 
(Jan. 20, 1886) in a version of 
Lumas’ play; as Lady Teazle in 
the " School for Scandal 9i (Feb. 11, 
1885), and as Lady Ormonde in 
u Peril 99 (April G, 1885). During 
the year 1880 Mrs. Langtry created 
the character of the heroine in 
Mr. Coghlan’s drama called " Ene¬ 
mies/’ and appeared as Pauline in 
the " Lady of Lyons $ ” hut at the 
end of the summer season, was 
called away once more to America, 
where 9lie is very popular. 

LANKESTER, Edwin Ray, M.A., 
LL.D., F.R.S., was horn May 15, 
1817, at 22, Old Burlingt on-street, 
London, and educated at St. Paul’s 
School, London, and Christ Church, 
Oxford. He was appointed Fellow 
and Lecturer of Exeter Collego, 
Oxford, in 1872, and Professor of 
Zoology and Comparative Anatomy 
in University College, London, in 

1874. He is an honorary LL.D. of 
the University of St. Andrews 
(1885) and Examiner in the Uni¬ 
versities of Cambridge, London, 
and Hew Zealand. In 1878 the 
professorship held by Mr. Lankes¬ 
ter was selected by Mr. Jodrell for 
endowment, with the interest of 
£7,000, and subsequently large 
laboratories and a museum adap¬ 
ted both to class teaching and 
to the pursuit of original inves¬ 
tigations in the field of natural 
history were placed at his disposal 
by the council of the College, 
Professor Lankesterwas elected a 
Fellow of the Royal Society in 

1875. He has published more 
than a hundred scientific memoirs 
(dating from 1865), mostly on 
comparative anatomy and palae¬ 
ontology, the chief of which are 
“ A Monograph of the Fossil Fishes 
of the Old Red Sandstone of 
Britain, Part I./’ 1870 $ " Com¬ 
parative Longevity,” 1871; "Con¬ 


tributions to the Developmental 
History of the Mollusca” (Philos. 
Trans. Royal Society), 1875 ; "De¬ 
generation, a chapter in Darwin¬ 
ism,” 18S0 ; " Limulus an Arach¬ 
nid,” 1881; and the English editions 
of Haeckel’s "History of Creation,” 
and of Gegenbaur’s " Comparative 
Anatomy.” Besides theso ho has 
published numerous shorter mo- 
rnoirs, and has constantly contri¬ 
buted reviews and articles to the 
pages of the Allimmim ,the Academy , 
and Nature. Since 1869, whon he 
joined his father, the Into Dr. 
Edwin Lankester, in that work, 
he has been chief editor of the 
Quarterly Journal of Microscopical 
Science. During the years 1870-71, 
he was one of the seotional secre¬ 
taries of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science, and 
organised the annual museum 
i which lias become a f eature of the 
meetings of that body. In 1883 he 
| was President of the Biological 
Section of the Association when it 
met at Southport. In the autumn 
of 187G Professor Lankester pro¬ 
secuted the spirit-medium Slade, 
and procured his conviction by Mr. 
Flowers at Bow Street as " a com¬ 
mon rogue and vagabond.” He 
has also taken a prominent part in 
the defence of scientific experiment 
on live animals, and in the dis¬ 
cussion of University Reform. In 
April, 1882, the Regius chair of 
Natural History in the University 
of Edinburgh was, on the death of 
Sir WyviHe Thomson, offered by 
the Home Secretary to Professor 
Lankester, and accepted by him, 
This had been the moat coveted 
post to which a naturalist could 
aspire, both on account of its pecu¬ 
niary value and educational im¬ 
portance. It was, however, inti¬ 
mated by the Government, at the 
moment of making the present 
appointment, that the division of 
the chair and the alteration of the 
curriculum in such a way as greatly 
to reduce the Professor’s income 
from students 4 foes, were in con- 
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temptation. binding that lie would 
l>e unable under tlie so circum¬ 
stances to develop the museum and 
laboratories of the University in a 
satisfactory manner, on account of 
the general uncertainty as to the 
contemplated changes. Professor 
Lankester resigned the Regius Pro¬ 
fessorship a fortnight after his aj)- 
pointment, and was immediately 
re-elected to the Jodrell Professor¬ 
ship in London. In November of 
tho same your he was elected by 
the Royal Society to be a membor 
of the Council of that body. In 
1881 Professor Lankester founded 
tho Marino Biological Association, 
of which he is the Honorary Secre¬ 
tary, Professor Huxley being its 
President and the Prince of Wales 
its Patron. Tho Association is 
erecting at Plymouth, on a site 
granted by the War Office, a largo 
laboratory and aquarium for the 
study of marine fishes and shell¬ 
fish. The Association has obtained 
airport from the Fishmongers and 
other City Companies, and from 
the Government, so that it is able 
to spend ,£10,000 on tho labora¬ 
tory, and has an income of £>1,000 
a year to maintain it. In 1885 
the Council of tho Royal Society 
awarded to Professor Lankestcr 
one of (the Royal Medals in 
recognition of his discoveries in 
tho field of Zoology and Palaeon¬ 
tology 

LANMAH, Charles, was born in 
Monroe County, Michigan, June 14, 
1810. He received an academical 
education at Plainfield, Connecti¬ 
cut, and became successively a 
clerk in a mercantile house in Hew 
York, a journalist, traveller, pri¬ 
vate secretary to Daniel Webster, 
and librarian to the House of Re¬ 
presentatives. Prom 1871 to 1882 
he was Secretary of the Japanese 
legation at Washington, and since 
then has devoted himself to land-

largo number of books, of which

Lord Lans- 
doivne was a Lord of the Treasury 
from 18GS to 1872, and Under-

LAVELEYE, Emile Louis Victor 
de, a Belgian writer, chiefly on 
topics connected with political 
economy, is a cousin of the well- 
known civil engineer, Auguste 
Francois Lamoral de Laveleye, who 
died in 1865. Born at Bruges, April 
5, 1822, he studied first in the Atho- 
ufjourn of that city, next in the Col¬ 
lege Stanislas, at Paris, and finally 
went through the comae of law at 
Ghent. In 1818 he devoted himself 
exclusively to politics,and the study 
of economical questions, and in 1804 
was appointed to the chair of Poli¬ 
tical Economy in the University of 
Liege. M. Laveleye is a warm par¬ 
tisan of the Liberals, whose policy 
he has supported in numberless 
articles, published in Belgian and 
French journals. He is a corre¬ 
sponding member of the Royal Aca¬ 
demy of Belgium, and in 1869 ho 
was elected a corresponding member 
of the French Academy of Moral 
and Political Sciences. In Aug. 
1882 the University of Wurzburg, 
upon the occasion of the celebra¬ 
tion of its tercentenary, conferred 
upon lxirn the honorary degree 
of Doctor in Political Economy.

Sir Wilfrid is an advanced 
Kadical and is in favour of the 
Disestablishment of the Church, 
and of the abolition of the House 
of Lords and Standing Annies. 

IiAYABD, The Sight Hon, Sir 
Austen Henry, G.C.B., son of Henry 
P. J. Layard, Esq., and grandson 
of the late Dr. Layard, Dean of 
Bristol, was born in Paris, Mar eh 5, 
1817, After studying law for a 
time, he, in 1S39, sot out with a 
friend on a course of travel, visited 
various points in northern Europe, 
and proceeded through Albania 
and Bournelia, to Constantinople, 
where, at one period, he acted os a 


correspondent of a London news¬ 
paper, and afterwards travelled 
through various parts of Asia, and 
learned the Arabic and Persian 
languages. In His wanderings lie 
made it a special point to explore 
those spots believed to have been 
the sites of ancient cities,and when 
at Mosul, near the mound of Nim- 
roud, lie was impelled with an 
irresistible desire to examine care¬ 
fully the spot to which history and 
tradition point as tlio cf birthplace 
of the wisdom of the “West.” On 
hearing that M. Botta, a French¬ 
man, had been carrying out exca¬ 
vations at the coat of his Govern¬ 
ment, and had found ugreai number 
of curious marbles, Mr. Layard 
longed for the opportunity of 
making similar discoveries. Re¬ 
turning to Constantinople, he laid 
his views before Sir Stratford Can¬ 
ning, who, in 1845, goneroubly 
offered Lo share the cost of excava¬ 
tions at Nimroud, and iu the 
autumn Mr. Layard sot off for 
Mosul, and began his labours on a 
spot previously undisturbed. Hero 
he ultimately succeeded in ex¬ 
huming some of the numerous 
wonderful specimens of Assyrian 
art which enrich the British Mu¬ 
seum. The Government, however, 
for a time failed to appreciate the 
value of Mr. Layard’s researches. 
He was appointed Attache to the 
Embassy at Constantinople, April 5, 
1849, and Under-Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs in Lord Rus¬ 
sell's first administration for a few 
weeks in 1852 ,■ Lord Derby, on his 
accession to power in Feb. of that 
year, having offered to retain him 
in that office until the return of 
Lord Stanley to England, and then 
to give him a diplomatic appoint¬ 
ment. This offer Mr, Layard, after 
taking the advice of Lord John 
Russell, declined. In the Coalition 
Cabinet under Lord Aberdeen, ho 
wm offered various posts, whioli, a a 
they were of a nature to remove 
him from the field of Eabtern 
politics, ho declined. In 1863 ho 
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■was presented witli tlio freedom of 
tlxo City of London, in considera¬ 
tion of his discoveries amongst the 
ruins of Ninevoh, and wout to Con¬ 
stantinople with Lord Stratford do 
Kodeliffe j but, disagreeing with 
his chief, returned in the course of 
the year to England. In the House 
of Commons lie became the advo¬ 
cate of a more decided course of 
action on the Eastern question, 
and delivered several energetic and 
impressive speeches on that im¬ 
portant subject. In 1851 he again 
proceeded to the East, was a spec¬ 
tator of the important events then 
taking place in the Crimea, wit¬ 
nessed the battle of the Alma from 
the maintop of the Agamemnon , and 
renminedin the Crimea till after the 
battle of Inkermann, making him¬ 
self acquainted with its actual con¬ 
dition. He was one of the most 
urgent among the members of the 
House of Commons in demanding 
the committee of inquiry into the 
state of the army; and he took a 
leading part in the investigation, 
to which he contributed hia evi¬ 
dence. On the formation of Lord 
Palmerston’s first administration, 
in 1835, lie was again offered a 
post j but as it wus unconnected 
with the foreign policy of the 
country, he declined it, became one 
of the leaders of the Administra¬ 
tive Reform Association, and 
brought lief ore the House of Com¬ 
mons, in Juno, 1855, a motion em¬ 
bodying their views, which was 
rejected by a large majority. He 
spent some time in India during 
the rebellion of 1857-8, endeavour¬ 
ing to ascertain its cause. He was 
returned as one of the members in 
the Liberal interest for Aylesbury 
in July, 1852 $ was defeated at the 
general election iu March, 1857; 
was an unsuccessful candidate at 
York in April, 1859, and was re¬ 
turned one of the members for 
Southwark in Dec., I860. In 1818-0 
he xmblished“Nineveh and its Re¬ 
mains j M and, in 1853, a second port 
of the work. His " Monuments of 


Nineveli ” appeared in 1819-53, and 
an abridged edition of “Nineveh 
and its Remains” in 1851. Mr. 
Luyaril, who had been elected Lord 
Rector of Aberdeen University in 
1855 and 185(5, became Under¬ 
secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs in Lord Palmerston’s second 
administration, in July, 1801, nnd 
retired on the fall of Lord Russell's 
second administration, in July, 
1800. lie was appointed a trustee 
of the National Gallery iu Peh., 
1860. Ho was Chief Commissioner 
of Works in Mr. Gladstone’s ad¬ 
min is tiati on from Dec., 1S08, at 
which time he was adilod to the 
Privy Council, until Nov., 1809, 
when lie retired from Parliament 
on being appointed Envoy Extra¬ 
ordinary and Minister Plenipoten¬ 
tiary at Madrid. In April, 1877, 
he was sent us Ambassador to Con- 
I stantinople in succession to Sir 
H enry Elliot, who, after the failure 
of the Conference of Constanti¬ 
nople to soeure peace between 
Turkey and Russia, had returned 
to England and had requested a 
long leave of absence, in order, it 
was said, to recruit his health. On 
the re-establishment of ordinary 
diplomatic relations with the 
Sublime Porto, Mr. Layard was 
chosen by Lord Bcaeousfield to be 
our Ambassador. He arrived at 
j Constantinople April 2 i, 1877. The 
Order of the GrandCrossuf the Bath 
was conferred on him in June, lb78, 
just before the assembling of the 
Congress of tlio Groat Powers at 
Berlin. In April, 1880, when Mr, 
Gladstone returned to power, Sir 
H. Layard received leave of absence 
from his post at Constantinople, 
and his place was soon after¬ 
wards taken by Mr. Goschen, the 
latter going out as special Ambas¬ 
sador. 

LEADER, Benjamin Williams, 
A.B.A., son of the kite Mr. 32. 
Leader Williams, C.E„ was born 
at Worcester March 12,1831, Ho 
received his earliest instruction 
in art at the Be bool of Design in 
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liia native city. In 1851 he was 
admitted a student in the Royal 
Academy, and in tlio same year 
exhibited Tiis first picture, " Cottage 
< 'liiMren Blowing Bubbles/' which 
wns bought for JSoObyun American 
gentleman. Two years later Mr. 
Leader visited Scotland, having till 
then seen no hills higher than the 
Mftlvema. Since then he has be¬ 
come one of the most popular 
delineators of mountain scenery, 
WaleB and Switzerland being his 
favourite sketching-grounds. He 
was elected an Associate of the 
Royal Academy Jan. 16, 1883, 
and has exhibited pictures in 
the Royal Academy since 1860. 
His most important pictures since 
then are "A Moated Grange," 
1868; "The Streams through the 
Birch Wood,” 1871; "Mountain 
Solitude/' 1873j "Wild Waters/' 
1S75 ; " Barges passing a Lock on 
tlu? Thames/' "An English Hay- 
fiehl,” and "A November Evening 
after Rain/' 187G; "The Valley 
of Clear Springs,” and " Lucerne/' 
1877 ; " View of the Wetterhorn,”

LEATHES, The Rev. Stanley, 
L.D., was born March 21, 1880, at 
Elies!jorough, Bucks, being son of 
the Rev. Chaloner Stanley Leathes, 
rector of that parish. He was edu¬ 
cated at Jesus College, Cambridge, 
(B.A. 1852, Tyrwhitt University 
Scholar 1863, M.A. 1856), waB or¬ 
dained by Dr. Hamilton, bishop of 
Salisbury, in 1856, and became 
curate successively of St. Martin's, 
Salisbury, St. Luke's, Berwick 


Street, and St James’s, Westmin¬ 
ster. Mr. Leathes succeeded Dr. 
H'Caul as Professor of Hebrew in 
Ring’s College, London, in 18(53. 
He was appointed by the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury (Dr. Tnit) 
Boyle Lecturer in 1867, and held 
this office from 1868 to 1870. Ho 
became minister of St Philip’s, 
Regent Street, in 1669. He was 
elected Hulsean Lccturor in the 
university of Cambridge for the 
year 1873, and Bampton Lecturer 
at Oxford for the year 1874 He 
was appointed Warburtonian Lec¬ 
turer at Lincoln's Inn, by the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury, Lord Mans¬ 
field, and Lord Selborne, in 1876, 
an office Iwliich is tenable for four 
years.

Hall, Oxford, wlieie he graduated 
S.C.L., and became both a uni¬ 
versity and college prizeman in 
1854. Ho was afterwards a Btudent 
of Cuddesdon Theological College, 
and was ordained deacon in 1854, 
and priest in 1S5G, by the Bishop 
of Oxford. He has been curate 
of Sunningwell, Berks, assistant 
minister of Berkeley Chapel, and 
incumbent of St. Mary's Aberdeen. 
He was created lion. D.C.L. Nov. 
20, 1804, and hon. D.D, of tho 
Washington and Lee University at 
Lexington in Virginia, in Juno, 
1879. At present he is vicar of 
All Saints’, Lambeth. Dr. Lee 
founded and edited tho Union 
Jtavicw from 1863 to 18G9, and was 
hon, secretary of tho Association 
for the Promotion of the Unity 
of Christendom, from 1857 to I860. 
He is likewise ono of tho origi¬ 
nators and officers of the Order of 
Corporate Reunion, which was esta¬ 
blished in 1877. Ho ia the author 
of " Poems/* 2nd edit,, 1855 j ff The 
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Words from the Cross,” 3rd edit., 
1880* " Tlie Gospel Message,” 
18GU; "The Kings Highway, and 
other Poems,” 1800;" The Martyrs 
of Vienne and Lyons, an Oxford 
Prize Poem,”3rd e<lit., 1800 ; " The 
Message of Reconciliation/* 2nd 
edit., 18GS j" Petronilla, and other 
Poems,” 2 nd edit. 1809j " Tho 
Beauty of Holiness,” 1th edit. 1809; 
" Parochial and Occasional Ser¬ 
mons,” 1800 ; " Death, Judgment, 
Heaven, and Hell,” 3rd edit. 1S70; 
and "The Validity of tho Holy 
Orders of the Church of England 
maintained and vindicated,” 1870. 
As editor. Dr. Lee has published 
tf Altar Service Boole of the Church 
of England,” " Directorium Angli- 
ennum,” and other worts. He has

V, Mary of 
Thame,” 1882, and sevei'al other 
works, besides articles in various 
magazines. 

LEE, John Edward, F.S.A., 
F.G.S., was horn Dec. 21, 1808, at 
Newland, near Hull. For some 
years ho was the Hon. Secretary of 
the Hull Royal Institution, and 
studied geology under the late 
Professor Phillips. He has, how¬ 
ever, written nothing on geology 
with the exception of a few papers 
in tho journals, though he has 
amassed a large private collection 
of fossils. In 1841 he removed to 
Caerloon, in Monmouthshire, and 
took an active part in forming the 
County Antiquarian Association, of 
which for more than 25 years he 
was the Honorary Secretary, and 
as an amateur artist he contributed 
to most of its periodicals. In 1802, 


he published " Isca Silurium,” or 
an illustrated catalogue of the Ro¬ 
man romains found at Oaerleon, the 
ancient capital of the Siluri, and in 
1800 appeared his translation and 
ro-arraugement of Dr. Keller's 
"Lake Dwellings, ” a second edition 
of which appeared in 1878 , in two 
volumes. Ho has also published 
"Roman Imperial Photographs,” 
1874 j and " Roman Imperial Pro¬ 
files j being a series of more than 
100 Lithographic Profiles enlarged 
from Coins,” 1874 } a translation of 
Conrad Merk's “ Evacuations at the 
Kesalerloch, near Thayngen, Swit¬ 
zerland, a Cave of the Reindeer 
Period," 187G; and "The Note- 
Book of an Amateur Geologist,” 
1881. In 1884 lie translated and 
published an English version of 
Professor D. P. Renner's "Bone 
I Caves of Vjeow in Poland." 

LEFEBVRE, JuleH Joseph, a 
French painter, born at Tournan in 
183G, was a i)upil of Leon C’ogJiiet. 
He gained tlie Grand Prix do 
Romo in 1801 for " Tho Death of 
Priam,” and iu 1870 exhibited at 
the Salon " Truth ” and a portrait. 
These were followed by "The Grass¬ 
hopper,” 1872 } a portrait of the 
"Prince Imperial,” 1874 5 "Mary 
Magdalene,” 187Gj "Pandora,” 
1877 3 a portrait of " M, Pelpel,” 
1880;" Fiamruetta/'and" Ondine," 
1881; "La Fiancee,” 1882. M. 
Lofebvre has obtained three medals, 
in 18G5,18G8, and 1870, and a first- 
class xncdal at the Paris Exhibition 
of 1878, He was decorated with the 
Legion of Honour in 1870, and made 
on officer in 1878. He is one of the 
lending painters of his school and 
style, an excellent example of which 
is the beautiful" Psyche,” lately ex¬ 
hibited in London, and engraved 
by Francis. 

LEFEVRE, The Right Ron. George 
John Shaw-, M.P., son of Sir John 
George Shaw-Lefevro, by 

Rachel Emily, daughter of Mr, 
Ichabod Wright, of Mapperley 
Hall, Nottingham, was born in 
1832, and received his education at 
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Eton ami at Trinity College, Cam¬ 
bridge. lie was called to the bar 
at the Inner Temple in 385(1. In 
1863 lie was first elected M.P. for 
Rending, in the Liberal interest, 
and he continued to ho one of the 
representatives of that borough 
down to 1885, when he was de¬ 
feated by Mr. Murdoch. He was 
a Lord of the Admiralty from May 
to July, 186G $ Secretary to the 
Board of Trade from Dec. I8G8, to 
Jan. 1871; Secretary to the Admi¬ 
ralty from the last date to Feb. 
3.874, and again from April, 1880, to 
the following November, when he 
was appointed First Commissioner 
of Works and Buildings in succes¬ 
sion to Mr. Adam, who had resigned 
that office on being appointed 
Governor of Madras. As First 
Commissioner, Mr. Sliaw-Lefevro 
introduced great improvements 
into the streets of London, notably 
at Westminster and at Hyde Park 
Corner. On the death of Mr. 
Fawcett he was appointed Post¬ 
master-General (Nov. 1884), and 
his tenure of this office was marked 
by the introduction of sixpenny 
telegrams. Mr. Shaw-Lefevre was 
elected a bencher of the Inner 
Temple in Nov. 1882. He is the 
author of an important article 
on " Public Works in London/ 1 
in the Nineteenth Century (Nov. 
1882). After his defeat at Heading 
in Nov. 1886, he was without 
a seat until, at a bye election, 
April, ISfiO, he successfully stood 
for Bradfoi cl, vacant by the death 
of the Eight Hon. W. E. Forster. 
At the General Election of 1886 he 
was again elected as a Gladstonian 
Liberal. He has published several 
useful works, some of a statistical 
kind, on the English and Irish 
Land Question. One of his sisters. 
Miss Madeleine Shaw-Lefevre, is 
Principal of Somerville Hall, Ox¬ 
ford, 

LEGGE, James, was born at 
Huntlv, Aberdeenshire, in 1815, 
and educated at Huntly, and the 
grammar schools of Aberdeen and 


Old Aberdeen. He entered King's 
College and University in 1831; 
graduated M.A. in 1835 ; studied 
subsequently at JJ iglibury Theo¬ 
logical College, London, and re¬ 
ceived from the University of 
Aberdeen the degree of LL.D. in 
1870 ,* and the same degroo again 
at the Tercentenary of the Uni¬ 
versity of Edinburgh in 1884. He 
was appointed a missionary to the 
Chinese in connection with the 
London Missionary Society, in 
1839, and arrived at Malacca in that 
capacity in December of the same 
year. In 1840 he took charge of 
theAnglo-Cliinese College, founded 
there by the Rev. Dr. R. Morrison 
in 3826. In 1842 he received the 
degree of D.D. from the University 
of New York. In 1813 he removed 
to Hong Kong, where he continued 
till 1873 in the discharge of mis¬ 
sionary duties. In 1875 several 
gentlemen connected with the 
China trade formed themselves into 
a committee to promote the esta¬ 
blishment of a Chair of the Chinese 
Language and Literature at Oxford, 
to be occupied in the first placo 
by Dr, Legge. The University 
liberally responded to the proposal, 
and the Chair was constituted in 
March, 1876. Corpus Christi Col¬ 
lege was forward in aiding the 
foundation, and Dr. Legge is now 
a Fellow and M.A. of it. In 
certain philological discussions 
which arose in China in 3847 about 
the jrroper rendering in Chinese of 
the words “God” and "Spirit” 
Dr. Legge took a prominent part, 
his principal publication being a 
volume, in 1852, under the title of 
" The Notions of the Chinese con¬ 
cerning God and Spirits.” His 
chief claim to literary distinction, 
however, rests on his edition of the 
Chinese Classics with the Chinese 
Text, a translation in English, 
notes critical and exegetical, and 
copious prolegomena. He con¬ 
ceived the idea of this work in 
1841. Hib plan was to embrace 
what are called "the four Shu/* 
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and "the five King The Shu 
•were published in two volumes in 
1801. Three of the King have 
since been puhlisliod in two volumes 
each, in 1HG5, 1871, and 1872, and 
with these volumes there were 
incorporated translations of various 
other important ancient Chinese 
woika. Smaller editions of the 
Shu have been published without 
the Chinese part, and also a version 
of the second King, or Book of 
Ancient Chinese Poetry, rendered 
by the author in English verse, in 
1875. Pop these works the Julien 
prize, on occasion of its first award, 
was given to Dr. Legge by the 
Acadtoie des Belles LettreB et 
Inscriptions of the institute of 
Prance in 1875. He attended the 
Congress of Orientalists held at 
Florence in 1878. He is one of the 
workers on the series of "The 
Sacred Books of the East/' edited 
by Professor P. Max MtiUer; and 
a translation of the fourth King 
was published in it in 1882. The 
remaining King has also been 
translated, and forms the 27th 
and 28th volumes of the series. 
Pour lectures on the Religions 
of China, Confucianism, and 
Taoism, described and compared 
with Christianity, were published 
in 1880, after being delivered for 
the English Presb^erian College, 
London._ 

LEG0TJY13, Ernest Wilfrid, a 
French dramatist, the son of 
Gabriel Legouve, author of "Merits 
des Femmes/' was born in Paris, 
Feb. 14, 1807. At an early age he 
wrote novels, plays, and poems, 
and his lectures on L'Histoire 
Morale des Femmes were pub¬ 
lished in 1848. In 1849, in con¬ 
junction with Soribe, he produced 
“ Adrienne Lecouvreur,'' which 
gained groat popularity through 
the porsonation of the heroine by 
Rachel. She, however, paid a fine 
of 5,000 francs rather than perform 
in his " Meddo/' a play which in 
Montanelli's Italian version was in 
I860 very successful with Ristorir 


In 1S5G he succeeded Ancelot as a 
member of the Academy. Among 
bis works are " Beatrix/' l&Gl ; 
u La Croix d'Honneur ct les Come¬ 
dians,” 1&G3 ; " Miss Suzanne/' 
18G7 j * f Me&bieurH les Enfants,”

XERMA1TN, Rudolf, artist, was 
horn Aug. 19, 1819, at Ottensen, 
near Hamburg, and educated at 
Hamburg. HiB art education he 
received at Paris, Munich, and 
Rome. He obtained three gold 
medals at three Paris Exhibitions, 
and was created a Knight of the 
Order of the Falcon by the Grand 
Duke of Saxe-Weimar. His por¬ 
trait, painted by himself at the 
request of the Director of Public 
Galleries in Florence, is placed in 
the Galleria degli IJffizi of that 
I city, in the room bet apart for por¬ 
traits of distinguished artists 
painted by themselves. M. Leh¬ 
mann's chief pictures are—“ Six¬ 
tus Y. blessing the Pontine 
Marshes/' bought by the French 
Government for the Museum in 
Lille; a " Madonna/' and a ,f St. 
Sebastian/' ordered by the French 
Government for two churches in 
France ,* " Grazielle/' from Lamar¬ 
tine's " Confidences;” “ Early Dawn 
in the Pontine Marshes;” nume¬ 
rous pictures of modern life and 
costume in Italy; numerous por¬ 
traits of distinguished persons in 
England, amongst whom are Lord 
Houghton, Mr. Btowning, Mr. 
James Payn, Sir Wm. Ferguson, 
the Duke and Duchess of Lein¬ 
ster, etc.; and a collection of pencil 
sketches, portraits of distinguished 
contemporaries, with their auto¬ 
graphs (100 in number), 12 of them 
published by Messrs. Bruckmann & 
Co. 

LEIDY, Joseph, M.D., LL.D., 
bom in Philadelphia, September 
0, 1823, graduated M.D* in the 
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University of Pennsylvania in 
18ti, find dovnied himself to 
HfdeuHtio pursuit l. From IS LG to 
IS 52 lie gave private courses of 
lectures on anatomy anrl physiology. 
Iu IS 10 he was made Chairman of 
the Curators of the Academy of 
Natural Sciences of Philadelphia; 
in 1833 Professor of Anatomy in 
the University of Pennsylvania; 
and in 1871 Professor of Natural 
History in Swarthmore College, all 
of which positions ho still holds. 
He is also President of the Academy 
of Natural Sciences of Philadelphia. 
In XSSI the University of Pennsyl¬ 
vania established a department of 
biology, of which ho was made the 
Director. During the civil war he 
served as surgeon in Satterlee 
Hospital, Philadelphia. Ho has 
furnished more than 800 contribu¬ 
tions to scientific periodicals. 
Among liis move important worts 
are— r ' Flora and Fauna within 
Living Animals,” 1833; The Ex¬ 
tinct Mammalian Fauna of Dakota 
and Nebraska./' with 30 plates, 
1870 • and " Contributions to the 
Extinct Vertebrate Fauna of the 
Western Territories/' with 37 
plates, 1873. 

LEIGHTON, Sir Frederick, Bart., 
P.K.A., was born at Scarborough, 
Doc. 3, 1830, and from childhood 
evinced a strong passion for paint¬ 
ing. This his parents encouraged, 
as they gave him every opportunity 
for gratifying it. They opposed* 
however, for some years, liis desire 
to study art with a view of making 
it a profession. His first systematic 
instructions in drawing were re¬ 
ceived at Kome in the winter of 
1812-1813 from a painter named 
Filippo Meli. In 1813-11 he en¬ 
tered, as a student, the Boyal 
Academy of Berlin. Then followed 
a comparative withdrawal from art 
for a year, during which the em¬ 
bryo painter was receiving his 
general education at a school at 
F mnkfort-on-th e -Maine. The win¬ 
ter of 1815-40 was spent in Flo¬ 
rence; and here it was that the 


father at last yielded to the son's 
desiro to embrace painting as a pro¬ 
fession, Some drawings of the 
young student were submitted to 
the celobruted American sculptor, 
Hiram Powers, and the father pro¬ 
mised that his decision should 
depend on the results of his inter¬ 
view witli the sculptor. The esti¬ 
mate formed by Powers of the 
drawings being highly favourable, 
the youthful Loighton was per¬ 
mitted from that day forward to 
devote the whole of his time to 
painting. Part of the time, from 
184G to IS 18, he studied in the 
Academy of Franlcfort-on-the 
Maine. The winter of 18 IS-19 ho 
passed in Brussels, painting his 
first finished picture, which repre¬ 
sented the story of Cimabuo finding 
Giotto drawing in tho fields. The 
succeeding year or so he spent in 
Paris, copying in the Louvre, mid 
attending tho life school. Thence 
he roturned to Frankfort, where lio 
became, and continued till the early 
part of 1853, a pupil of E. Steinlo 
of Vienna (one of tho followers of 
Overbeck), Professor of historical 
Painting at tho Academy of that 
city. During this period several 
pictures were painted by Mr. 
Leighton, amongst others a large 
one of rf The Death of Brunellesco" 
More or loss of three winter seasons 
were noxt passed at Pome in dili¬ 
gent study and in painting a largo 
piol ure of "Cimabue/* representing 
the procession (consisting in the 
picture of Cimabue, hi@ scholars, 
and principal Florentine contem¬ 
poraries) which is said to have 
accompanied with great honom'and 
rejoicing, through the streets of 
Florence, to the church of Santa 
Maria Novella, Cimabuo's picture 
of the Madonna. Tho exhibition 
of this work by Mr. Loighton at 
tho Boyal Academy in 1855 was a 

g reat surprise to tho Loudon pnl> 
c, coming as it did from an artist 
■unknown in England. It was at 
once purchased by the Queen, and 
it was re-exhibitod at tho Man- 
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Chester Art-Treasures and tlic 
International Exhibitions. Dur¬ 
ing four years after this early and 
great success, the artist resided in 
Paris, studying, however, under no 
master, though aided by the coun¬ 
sel of Ary Schetfer, Robert Floury, 
and other French painters. S ubse- 
quontly he resided in London, and 
in 1830 he conlributed to tho 
Academy Exhibition a picture en¬ 
titled " The Triumph of Music,” the 
b ubjoc b being’ Orph ous, by the power 
of bis art, redeeming liis wife from 
Hades. The following is a list of

Lyndhurst, situate on the "borders 
of the New Forest. In painting 
tliia wall-picture Sir F. Leighton 
made use of a new medium tried 
"by Mr. Gamoier Parry at nigh- 
ham, near Gloucester, and in the 
navo-vault of Ely Cathedral. Sir F. 
Leighton has executed many draw¬ 
ings for the wood-engravors, among 
which may bo named the illustra¬ 
tions to George Eliot’s Florentine 
talc of " Eomola.” Mr. Leighton was 
elected an Associate of the Boyal 
Academy in J.8G1, and an Aca¬ 
demician in 1809. lie was choson 
President of the Eoyal Academy in 
succession to the late Sir Francis 
Grant, Nov. 13, 1878, and a few 
days later received the honour of 
knighthood. In the same year he 
was nominated an Officer of the 
Legion of Honour. In this year he 
completed a large fresco at the 
South Kensington Museum, r ‘ The 
Industrial Arts applied to War,” 
the companion to which is just 
finished. In 1879 he was created 
an honorary LL.D. of Cambridge, 
an honorary D.C.L, of Oxford, and 
an honorary LL.D, of Edinburgh 
at the Tercentenary celebration. 
Sir F. Leighton was for many years 
Colonel of the Artists’ corps of 
Volunteers : he resigned that com¬ 
mand in July, 1S83. He accepted, 
in Aug. 1883, the presidency of au 
English Commission which. 1 , was 
formed for the International Exhi¬ 
bition of the Graphic Arts in 
Vienna. SirF. Leighton is a mem¬ 
ber of several foreign artistic so¬ 
cieties and at the Paris Exhibition 
of 1878 was nominated President 
of the International Jury of 
Painting, 

LEIGHTON, John, F.S.A., artist, 
descended from the Leightons of 
Ulysseshaven, Forfarshire, was 
bom in London, Sept. 15,1822, and 
became a pupal of Mr. Howard, 
B.A, His first published work, a 
series of outlines, came out in 1814, 
but he hod previously contributed 
to cartoon exhibitions. In 1848-50 


he published several serio-comic 
brochures, satires on certain art 
principles, under the name of 
Luke Limner/' In 1851 ho pub¬ 
lished a series of twenty-four out¬ 
lines, entitled “ Money/’ and at the 
same time a book on design, en¬ 
larged in 1881. He has lectured 
on tf Libraries and Books,” rf Ori¬ 
ental Art,” and rr Binocular Per¬ 
spective/’ and has also travelled 
in Russia, Caucasia, and Georgia, 
for the purpose of studying the 
Byzantine art of the Greek Church. 
He has illustrated lf Moral Em¬ 
blems/’ "Lyra Germaniea/’ "Tho 
Life of Man Symbolised,” and 
ff Madre Natura” In 1871 he 
edited, with illustrations, er Paris 
under the Commune.”

LEITNEE, Gottlieb William, 
M.A., Ph.D., born at Pesth, capital 
of Hungary, Oct. 14, 1830, is a 
naturalized British subjcot, and 
has several relatives iiving in 
England. He was educated at 
Constantinople, Brussa, Malta, and 
King’s College, Londou j was ap¬ 
pointed First-class Interpreter to 
the British Commissariat during 
the .Russian War, in 1855 j was 
lecturer in Arabic, Turkish, and 
Modem Greek at King’s College, 
London, in 1859 ; and Professor of 
Arabic with Muhammadan Law at 
the same institution, in 18G1, when 
he founded the Oriental section. 
The degrees of M.A. and Ph.D. 
were conferred upon him by the 
University of Freiburg, in 1862. 
He has founded over Bevonty in¬ 
stitutions, including the Punjaub 
University College, a number of 
schools of various grades, literary 
societies and free public libraries 
in India and elsewhere $ and has 
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started six journals in English, 
Arabic, Urdu, &c. Dr. Leitner 
discovered tlio languages and races 
of DardisUn in 18GG j and he has 
since incorporated oLhcr languages 
between Kabul, Kashmir, and Bn- 
dakhshar in his researches. He 
was the only British exhibitor at 
the Vienna Universal Exhibition 
of 1873, who, in competition with 
the Ministries of Education of all 
civilised countries, received the 
only Grand Diploma of Honour 
that was awarded for " promotion 
of education/' He brought over 
the first Yarkandi and the first 
Siali Posh Kafir to Europe, as well 
as the largest Central Asian collec¬ 
tion of curiosities and antiquities. 
He excavated Grcsco - Buddhistic 
sculptures iu 1870, and established 
a link between Greece at the time 
of Alexander the Groat and Bud¬ 
dhist art and religion. Dr. Leitner 
originated and defended the title 
" Kaiser-i-Eand ** in connection 
with Her Majesty's assumption i 
of the Imperial dignity in India, 
long] before its adoption by the 
Indian Government. Dr. Leitner 
also caused considerable excava¬ 
tions to be made by his re¬ 
tainers in Swat, which yielded 
numerous Grmeo-Buddhisfcie sculp¬ 
tures, and proved that Greek art 
had once influenced that now in¬ 
hospitable region. In the course of 
his literary activity Dr. Leitnor has 
brought together one of the largest 
collections in the possession: of a 
private individual, and which is 
unique in many respects. Besides 
its ethnographical and numismatic 
interest, it chiefly illustrates the 
influence of Greek art when in 
contact with barbaric sculpture, 
whether Egyptian, Indian, Assy¬ 
rian, or Persian. A portion of it 
is deposited on loan at the India 
Museum. Dr. Leitner is Principal 
of the Lahore Government College 
(in whioh the Delhi College is now 
incorporated); Principal of the 
Oriental College, Lahore; and Re¬ 
gistrar of the Punjaub University. 


He is also the President of an im¬ 
portant body which he founded in 
18G4, namely, the Punjaub Asso¬ 
ciation, or Anjuman-i-Punjaub, an 
institution for social, political, and 
educational reforms. Dr. Leitner 
speaks, roads, and writes 23 lan¬ 
guages. He attended the Congress 
of Orientalists held at Florence in 
Sept., 1878.

LE J32TJNE, Henry, A.R.A. (re¬ 
tired), of Flemish extraction, was 
born in 1819.

LELAND, Charles Godfrey, was 
bom at Philadel2>bia, Aug, 13,1824.

Ho was ad¬ 
mitted to tlic Bar in 1831, but soon 
relinquished law for literature, and 
contributed largely to periodicals.

IS, 1878. [u tho first scru¬ 
tiny, made on the following moi n- 
ing, Pecci had 19 votes, the others 
being scattered among various 
Cardinals, such as Franchi, Bilio, 
Vo Luca, MartinoUi, and Fomori. 
In the Becond scrutiny, on tho 
evening of Tuesday, Cardinal 
Pecci "b votes rose to 34, and hi the 
scrutiny ou Wednesday (Feb. 20) 
morning to 14. The election was 
then at an end, and the Cardinal 
Camerlongo was made Pope by the 
acclamation of all. Tho news was 
officially proclaimed to the outside 
world at a quarter past one o'clock 
from the gallery of St. Peter's, 
when it was announced that his 
Holiness had assumed the name of 
Leo XIII. On March 3 he was 
crowned in the Sistine Chapel, all 
the ancient ceremonies being ob¬ 
served, save the benediction Urhi 
et Orbi , from tho loggia of St. 
Peter's. The history of the Pope 
since his election is the history of 
the Papacy, and as such it would 
occupy far too much space to tell 
it here at the length that it might 
be thought to deserve. Suffice it 
to say that Leo XIII. has through¬ 
out behaved with perfect consist¬ 
ency as a Pontiff willing to act with 
modern governments, but deter¬ 
mined to bate no jot of liis rights 
as Head of the Church, and as the 
despoiled sovereign of Rome. He 
has never quitted the Vatican, but 
has religiously kept up tho fiction 
of Ms being held theie a prisoner. 
He refused the income voted to 
him, aB to his predecessor, by the 
Italian Parliament, and has never 
recognised the Law of Guarantees. 
He has protested from time to tiino 
against “ godless" schools, and 
against tolerated hereby in Rome. 
But in his relations with foreign 
powers he has always been mode- 
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rate and dexterous. His eliief 
minister lias been Cardinal Jaco¬ 
bin!, a man of the world; and with 
lus help he lias been able to briny 
to a fairly successful issue the 
** Culturkiuupf ” in Prussia, nnd to 
umbo tolerable terms for the clergy 
in France. As regards this country, 
he has on the whole inclined to let 
the Irish bishops have their own 
way. 

LEOPOLD II. (Leopold - Louis- 
Philippe - Marie - Victor), King of 
tho Belgians, son of the late King 
Leopold I.,ux>on whose death, which 
occurred Dec. 10, 1805, he suc¬ 
ceeded to the throne as Leopold II., 
was born at Brussels, April 9,1835, 
and married, August 22,1853, the 
Archduchess Marie of Austria, by 
whom lie has had three children— 
two daughters and one son, the 
Duke of Brabant, who died in Jan. 
1SG9, at the age of ten. In 1855, 
in company with the Duchess of 
Brabant, he made a lengthened 
tour through Europe, Egypt, and 
Asia Minor, As Duke of Brabant, 
ho look a prominent part in several 
important discussions in tho Senate, 
especially in that relating to the 
establishment of a maritime service 
between Antwerp and the Levant. 
His Majesty has visited this coun¬ 
try very frequently. His “silver 
we dding” was celebrated with great 
rejoicing in Aug. 1878. 

LESLIE, George Dunlop, R.A., 
the youngest son of the late Charles 
Robert Leslie, R.A., was born at 
12, Pineapple Place, St. John's 
Wood, London, July 2, 1835, and 
educated at the Mercers’ School in 
the City. Prom his father he re¬ 
ceived, of course, a great deal of 
instruction in art; and the pure 
and tender feeling, as well as the 
simplicity and method, which dis¬ 
tinguish so many worts of the 
father, seem to be reflected in the 
productions of the son. Young 
Leslie was, however, placed by his 
father at Mr. F. Cary's School of 
Ait, Bloomsbury, whence he was 
admitted a student in the Life 
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School of the Royal Academy in 
April, 1851. The first picture he 
exhibited,called " Hope/' appeared 
at the British Institution in 1S57, 
and was purchased by Lord Hough- 
Ion. In the sumo your two small 
pictures by him were liting at the 
Royal Academy, where he li,is since 
regularly exhibited. In the spring 
of 1859 hib father died, leaving the 
young artist entirely to his" own 
resources. He was elected an Asso¬ 
ciate of tho Royal Academy in 136S, 
and a Royal Academician June 29, 
1876. The principal pictures he

LESLIE, Henry David, musical 
composer, son of John Leslie, bom 
in London, June 18,1822, and edu¬ 
cated at the Palace School, En¬ 
field, began his musical studies in 
183H, under the direction of ( f harh*s 
Lucas, He was appointed Hon. 
Sec. of the Amateur Musical Society 
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of London on its formation in 1847, 
and from 1835 until its dissolution 
in 18Gl wa 6 ! its conductor, Tn 185G 
ho founded the choral society known 
by his name, and is Principal of 
the College of Music, an institu¬ 
tion founded in 18G4. He has com¬ 
posed "To Deum ,J and "Jubilate 
in 1)/* published in 1841; "Or¬ 
chestral Symphony in F/' in IS 47;

Mr. Leslie in 1864 composed a 
romantic ojjern in throe acts, 
LES3AB, Paul, was horn in 1861, 
and comes of a Monteuegri/i family. 
He was educated at the Koole des 
Ingenieura in St. Petersburg, and 
on account of liis ability he was 
selected to accompany General 
SkobelefP into Asia to survey for 
railways. In 1880 he joined Gene¬ 
ral Komaroff as an expert in sur¬ 
veying and exploring the Turcoman 
country between the Caspian and 
Afghanistan. He established him¬ 
self at Askabod, and in Nov. 1881. 
ho penetrated beyond Sarakhs, 
across the Afghan frontier, to 
within a few miles of Herat. In 
the course of two years he rode a 
distance of nearly six thousand 
miles, exploring the whole of the 
ground of the Russo-Persian and 
Russo-Afghan frontier. He ia now 
Diplomatic Attache to fhe Governor 
of the Transcaspian, and to him has 
been committed the real direction 
of the matter of the Afghan frontier. 
In 1885 he was sent on a special 
mission to London as geographical 
expert to assist the Russian Ambas¬ 
sador in the negotiations which 


accompanied the despatch of the 
Afghan Boundary Commission, 
LESSEPS, Vicomte Ferdinand de, 
diplomatist and engineer, born at 
Versailles, Nov. 19, 1805, was 
appointed, in 1828, Attache to tho 
Bren oh consulate at Lisbon, and 
after holding various consular 
offices in Europe and the East, wns 
made Consul at Barcelona in 1842, 
during tho bombardment of which 
town he zealously devoted himself 
to protect French life and property, 
besides affording an asylum to 
Spaniards and others on board 
French ships. His fame rests 
chiefly on his scheme to pierce the 
Isthmus of Suez by moans of a 
canal, and in successfully carrying 
it out he showed much zeal and in¬ 
defatigable energy. It was in 1851, 
when in Egypt on a visit to Mehc- 
met Said, that he opened the pro¬ 
ject to Said Pasha, who, seeing the 
advantage that might he expected 
to accrue from its execution, invited 
him to draw np a memorial on the 
subject. This was done with full 
details, under the title of " Perce- 
ment de lTsthmc do Suez oxposc, 
et Documents Officials.” M. de 
Lesseps received a firman sanction¬ 
ing the enterprise in 1854, and a 
letter of concession was granted by 
the Viceroy of Egypt, in Jan, 1856. 
Eminent English engineers (.md 
among them the late G. Stephen¬ 
son) questioned its practicability, 
which, howevei*, has since been 
clearly demonstrated. The works 
were begun soon after the com¬ 
pany was constituted, in 1839 j 
large sums were subsequently ex¬ 
pended, and the late Pa9ha of 
Egypt was induced to take a large 
number of shares in the undertakin g 
besides permitting M. de Lesseps 
to employ native labourers. This 
ingenious scheme was at first 
favoured by a portion of the com¬ 
mercial body in this country j hut 
ft belief soon gained ground that 
the project was virtually a political 
one, and in this point of view ib 
received no encouragement from 
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tho British Government. On the 
death of the late Pasha of E^ypt in 
I8G3, the question of the sanction 
of the Ottoman Porte was more 
actively discussed, and the right of 
the Sultan to grant It formally in¬ 
sisted upon. The result was the 
withdrawal of the pei mission to the 
company to hold any portion of 
Egyptian territory—the supposed 
covert design of the project j and 
after much dispute between M. de 
Lesseps and the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment, the claim for compensation 
to the company ho represented was 
left to the arbitration of the Em¬ 
peror of tho French, who imposed 
certiiin conditions on both parties, 
and allowed the works to be con¬ 
tinued. A canal, with sufficient 
water to admit of the passage of 
steamboats, was opened Aug, 15, 
I8G5. By degrees, owing to the 
employment of gigantic dredges 
and a novel system of machines for 
raising and carrying away tho sand, 
the bed of the canal was enlarged, 
so that small ships and schooners 
were enabled to pass through in 
March, 1807. At length tho waters 
of the Mediterranean mingled with 
those of the Red Sea in the Bitter 
Lakes, Aug. 15, I860, an event 
which was commemoiated by grand 
fetes at Suez : and on Nov, 17 the 
canal was formally opened at Port 
Said amid a series of festivities 
participated in by the Empress of 
the French, th e Emperor of Austria, 
the Crown Prince of Prussia, Prince 
William of Orange, the English 
and Russian Ambassadors at Con¬ 
stantinople, and a large number of 
English and Continental merchants 
and journalists. A grand proces¬ 
sional fleet, composed of forty ves¬ 
sels, then set out from Port Said in 
the direction of IsmaVlia. A few 
days after the inauguration, M. de 
Lesseps married Mdlle. Autard de 
Brngard, a very young Creole of 
English extraction. In Feb. 1870, 
the Paris Socifttf do Gfographie 
awarded the Empresses new prize 
of 10,000 francs to M. de Lesseps, 
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who gave the money us a contribu¬ 
tion to the society’s projected ex¬ 
pedition to Ecpmtorial Africa. Ho 
was appointed to the rank of Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honour, 
Nov. 10, 18G9; received the cordon 
of the Italian Order of St. Maurice 
in Doc. lSGfl^* and was nominated 
by Queen Victoria an honorary 
Knight Grand Commander of tlio 
Order of tho Star of India, Aug. 10, 
1870. The honorary freedom of the 
City of London was publicly pre¬ 
sented to him, July 30, 1870, In 
July, 1873, the Paris Academy of 
Sciences chose M. do Lesseps a free 
member in the place of M, de Yer- 
neuil deceased. In 1875 he pub¬ 
lished " Lettres, journal, ct docu¬ 
ments pour servir h Phistoire du 
canal dn Suez/* For this work the 
French Academy awarded to him 
tho Marcelin Guerin prize of 5,000 
francs (May, 1876). On June 21, 
1881, he was elected President of 
the French Geographical Society in 
the place of Admiral do la Rouciere- 
lo-Nonry. During the Egyi>tian 
expedition of 1882 M. de Lesseps 
violently opposed the policy pursued 
by Great Britain, and regarded 
Arabi Pasha as a noble patriot. In 
l the following year M. de Lesseps 
entered into a preliminary agree¬ 
ment with Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment for the cutting of a second 
Suez Canal j hut as the arrangement 
did not receive the sanction of the 
House of Commons,the negotiations 
were abandoned. The broad ribbon 
of tho Persian Order of the Lion 
and the Sun was presented to M, 
de Lesseps, July 25, 1883. He 
is at present engaged in the great 
work of cutting a canal through 
the Isthmus of Panama. 

LETHBRIDGE, 8ir Roper, C.I.E., 
M.P., eldest eon of the late Mr, E. 
Lethbridge, was bom in 1840, and 
educated at Exeter College, Oxford. 
He was called to the bar at the 
Inner Temple in 1880. In 18G8 he 
was appointed Professor in the 
Bengal Educational Department. 
He was at the same time elected a

Fellow of the Calcutta University, 
ami in 1877 was Secretary to the 
Simla Educational Commission. 
In the following year ho was trans¬ 
ferred to the Indian Political De¬ 
partment as Political Agent nnd 
Press Commissioner under Lord 
Ljtton's Viceroyalty. In 1885 he 
was elected Conservative member 
for North Kensington, and was 
again returned in 18bG. He was 
created a Knight Bachelor in 
1885. 

LEVY, Emile, a French painter, 
horn at Paris, Aug. 29,1820, studied 
at the Ecole des Beaux-Arts, ns a 
pupil of Abel de Pujol and of 
Picot, and gained the Prize of 
Pome in 185-1. H e sent from Pome, 
in the following year, to the Uni¬ 
versal Exposition at Paris, his 
picture of " Noah cursing Ham,” 
which was purchased by the State. 
Among the pictures which lie sub¬ 
sequently exhibited at the annual 
" Salons,” we may mention "Le 
Semper libro” and "Euth et 
No.* mi/' 1859; "La Pentroe des 
loins,” 1801; " Yercingetorix se 
rendant K Cesar,” " Vtoms ceignant 
sa ceinturo,” and "La Mcsse nu 
Champs,” 18G3; "Idylle," 18G4; 
r Diane,” 1805 ; "La Mort D’Or- 
ph£o “and.another **Idylle,” 18G6 ; 
" L\A.rc-on-eiel ” and ft Les Lilas,” 
1808; "L'Hcsitatiou ** and "La 
hlusique,” 18G9 ; " Le Jugoment do 
Midas,”1870; " Jeune fille portunt 
des fruits,” 1872; “Le Sentier,” 
1873 ; " L*Amour et la Folio,” 
1874; "Le Puispcau” and "Le

villy/ 1 1882. M. Levy is also n 
member of the new ly-formcd Societe 
des Pastullibtes, and has drawn 
many admirable compositions and 
portraits in pastel. 

LEVI, Leone, F.S.A., born at 
Ancona, in Italy, July G, 1821, was 
educated for mercantile pursuits ; 


in 1841 arrived at Liverpool, and in 
1 817 was naturalised, and became a 
British subject. Mr. Levi being 
struck with tlio want, in so great a 
commercial community as Liver¬ 
pool, of a Chamber ol‘ Commerce, 
with a supplemental tribunal of 
commerce for the settlement of 
commercial disputes, agitated tile 
question as one of public interest. 
His appeal was successful* and the 
Liverpool Chamber of Commorce 
was established in 1819, and num¬ 
bers upwards of GOO members. This 
important example led to the for¬ 
mation of similar institutions in 
other commercial towns in the 
provinces. InhiB capacity of Hon. 
See. of the Liverpool Chamber of 
Commorce, Mr. Levi procured in¬ 
formation respecting similar insti¬ 
tutions abroad, and was enabled to 
produce his "Commercial Law of 
the World,” 1850, a second edition 
of which, under the title of “In¬ 
ternational Commercial Law,” ap¬ 
peared. in 1873. This work gained 
for the author the Swiney Prize 
awarded by tho Society of Arts and 
the College of Physicians, and from 
the Emperor of Austria and tho 
King of Prussia their great gold 
medal for science and art. Mr. 
Levi suggested the utility of mi 
International Commercial Code, 
and lectured on the subject before 
the Chambers of Commerce. A 
conference presided over by Lord 
Brougham and tho Earl of IlarroAv- 
by was held in London on tho 
subject, and the result was that 
two Acts were passed, 19 A 20 Viet, 
e. GO, and 19 & 20 Viet. c. 97, 
whereby the mercantile laws of 
tho United Kingdom were made 
uniform on many points. Since 
then, considerable advance has been 
made towards unity of commercial 
legislation even in foreign coun¬ 
tries. In ISoU he road a paper on 
"Judicial Statistics” before the 
Law Amendment Society, and after¬ 
wards prepared a scries of resolu¬ 
tions and a bill on tho subject 
which Lord Brougham introduced 
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in the House of Lords. lienee the 
publication of the annual volumes 
on Judicial Statistics tor England 
and Wales, Scotland and Ireland. 
Mr. Levi has written * * On Taxation: 
How it is Raised, and How it is 
Expended/ 1 published in I860; and 
many of his contributions may be 
found in the Journal of the Statisti¬ 
cal Society , the Transactions of the 
British Association, and the Journal 
of the Society of Arts. He has also 
written a “ History of British Com¬ 
merce and of the Economic Pro¬ 
gress of the British Nation, 18G3- 
70” (1872), a second edition of 
which, bringing the History down 
to 187*8, was published in 1880. 
lt Work and Pay ;" ft War, and its 
Consequences/ 1 &c. In 1852, the 
Council of King’s College, London, 
allowed him to give evening lec¬ 
tures on Commerce and Commercial 
Law, and he was appointed Pro¬ 
fessor of the Practice and Princi¬ 
ples of Commerce in that College. 
His contributions to statistical 
science are extensive. He was 
called to the bar at Lincoln's Inn 
in 1859, was created a Doctor of 
Political and Economical Sciences 
by the University of Tubingen in 
1861, is a Fellow of the Statistical 
Society, and of the Society of 
Anticiuaries, a member of the 
Society of Aids, and a Fellow of 
the Royal Geographical Society. 
In 1681, Professor Levi founded in 
Ancona, his native town, a lecture¬ 
ship on the "Laws of Commerce 
in relation to Science and Moral 
and International Laws ; " and the 
King of Italy nominated him 
Cavaliere of the Order of the 
Crown of Italy, and of SS. Maurizio 
and Lazzaro. 

LEWIS, The Bight Bev. John 
Travers, D.D., LL.D., Bishop of 
Ontario, horn in 1837, was educated 
at Trinity College, Dublin, tv here 
lie graduated as senior moderator 
in etliics and logic, and was gold 
medallist. He was ordained in 
1818, and hold the curacy of New- 
town-Butler, went to Canada in 


1850, and was appointed by the 
biRliop of Toronto to the pastural 
charge of the parish of jbfawkes- 
bury, which he exchanged in 1854 
for the rectory of Brookville. He 
^ as consecrated first Bishop of 
Ontario, in Upper Canada, Jan. 25, 
1862. 

LEWIS, The Bight Bev. Bichard, 
D.D., Bishop of Llanclnfi!, bom 
about 1822, was educated at Wor¬ 
cester College, Oxford (B.A., 1813 j 
M.A., 1846). Ho was collated to 
the rectory of Lftmpeter-Velfry, 
Narborlh, Pembrokeshire, in 1851, 
and was appointed Archdeacon of 
St. David's in 1875. In 1883 ho 
was appointed Bishop of Llandaff in 
succession to Dr. Ollivant, and was 
consecrated to that see by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury (Dr. 
Benson), in St. Paul's Cathedral, 
on April 25. 

LEWIS, Thomas Hayter, F.S.A., 
was bom in London July 9, 1818, 
and articled pupil to Joseph Par¬ 
kinson, architect, of Sackville 
Street, Piccadilly. In 1837 he was 
admitted as a student of the Royal 
Academy, and in 1839 obtained 
the Silver Medal for Architectural 
Drawing. He subsequently entered 
the office of Sir U. Tito. In IS 11- 
42 he travelled through France, 
Germany, Italy, Sicily and Greece, 
hie principal sketches being pub¬ 
lished in the Dictionary of the 
Architectural Publication Society, 
lie then entered into partnership 
with Mr. Finden, brother of the 
well-known engraver. In 1854 he 
designed the Alhambra as a scien¬ 
tific institution—the Panopticon, 
In 1860 he succeeded Sir M. D. 
Wyatt as Honorary Secretary to 
the Royal Institute of Architects. 
In 1864 he was Examiner, in con¬ 
junction with Sir 0. G» Scott and 
A. Askpitel, in the Voluntary 
Examination at the Royal Insti¬ 
tute. In 1865 he was elected Pro¬ 
fessor of Architecture at University 
College, after winds designed the 
extensive additions to the College 
buildings, and in 1871 was Dean 
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of the Faculty of Arts, In sub se¬ 
quent yefirB he travelled in Ger¬ 
many, Italy, Greeco, Algeria, Egypt, 
Palestine, Ac, papers by him rela¬ 
ting to the architecture and anti¬ 
quities of those countries being 
published in the Transactions of 
various societies. In 18G9 he re¬ 
tired, to a considerable extent, 
from general practice, owing to a 
severe illness ; and in 1881, for the 
same reason, resigned the professor¬ 
ship, being then elected Emeritus 
Professor by the College. He is 
the author (in addition to various 
detached essays) of the articles on 
t( Ancient and Modem Architec¬ 
ture” in the new edition of the 
Encyclopaedia Britaimica, (the mo¬ 
di feval portion being by Mr. G. E. 
Street, R.A.), also of the "Annual 
Review of Architecture” in the 
Companion to the Almanac for 
1883 aud 1886, and, with Colonel 
Sir C. W. Wilson, has annotated 
Mr. Herbert Stewart's translation 
of Procopius'work on « Justinian's 
Buildings/' 

LEWIS, William James, M.A., 
born near Newtown, Montgomery¬ 
shire, Jan, 16, 1817, was elected a 
scholar of Jesus College, Oxford, in 
Oct. 18G5, and obtained a first class 
in the University examinations in 
mathematics and natural science. 
He was elected a Fellow of Oriel 
College in April, I860. For some 
time he was assistant-master at 
Cheltenham College. He was a 
member of the total eclipse expedi¬ 
tions (English) of 1870 and 1871, 
and his observations on the polari¬ 
sation of the corona have been 
published in the volume of Solar 
Eclipses issued under the auspices 
of the Eoyal Astronomical Society, 
In 1874 he began to study 
mineralogy, and for that purpose 
went to Cambridge, where he re¬ 
ceived tho valuable assistance of 
Professor William Hallows Miller. 
He held an appointment in the 
Mineral Department of the British 
Museum from 1876 to 1877, in 
which latter year he resigned. 


owing to ill-health. Ho has con¬ 
tributed several papers on Crystal¬ 
lography to the Philosophical Ma¬ 
gazine. In Feb. 1881, he was elected 
Professor of Mineralogy at Cam¬ 
bridge, in succession to the late 
Dr. William Hallows Miller. 

LICHFIELD, Bishop of. See 
Maclaqan, Dr. 

LIDDELL, The Very Rev, Henry 
George, D.D., Dean of Christ 
Church, Oxford, eldest son of the 
late Rev. H. G. Liddell (formerly 
rector of Easington, Durham, and 
uncle of the late Lord Rtivens- 
worth), was born iu 1811. Having 
been educated at the Charterhouse, 
and at Christ Church, Oxford, 
where he took a double first-class 
in 1833, he became successively 
Tutor and Censor of Christ Church, 
Public Examiner in Classics, Select 
Preacher, and Proctor of the Uni¬ 
versity, Head Master of Westmin¬ 
ster School, a member of tho Ox¬ 
ford University Commission (1850), 
Domestic Chaplain to tho late 
Prince Albert, and Chaplain Ex¬ 
traordinary to the Queen. Ho 
succeeded Dr. Gaisford as Dean 
of Christ Church in 1855, and be¬ 
came Vice-Chancellor of the Uni¬ 
versity of Oxford in 1870. He 
ha8 written "A History of Rome,” 
published in 1855, which has gone 
through many editions, and is joint 
author of "Liddell and Scott's 
Greek Lexicon,” which first ap¬ 
peared in 1843, and of which tho 
seventh edition, greatly augmented, 
was published in 1883. 

LIDDON, The Rev. Hemy Pany, 
D.D., D.C.L., Canon of St. Paul's 
Cathedral, and probably the fore¬ 
most living preacher of the Eng¬ 
lish Church, was boin in 1829. He 
became a student of Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A, 
in 1850, taking a second-class iu 
Classics. In 1851 he obtained the 
Johnson Theological Scholarship 
and in 1853 proceeded to the 
degree of M.A. Having taken 
orders ho was, from 1854 to 1859, 
Vice-Principal of the Theological 
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College of Cudde&don. He was also 
Examining Chaplain to the late 
Bishop of Salisbury. In 1804 he 
was appointed Prebendary of Major 
Pars Altaris in Salisbury Cathedral. 
He has been Select Preacher at 
Oxford (1&G3-G5,1870-72, 1877-79), 
and in 1800 he was Bnmptou Lec¬ 
turer. Prom 1800 to 1875 he was 
a member of the Hebdomadal 
Council at Oxford. In 1870 he was 
installed a Canon Residentiary of 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, and in the 
same year he was appointed Ire¬ 
land Professor of the Exegesis of 
the Holy Scripture in the univer¬ 
sity of Oxford. At this period he 
was created 0 . 0 ., and an honorary 
D.C.L. He resigned the Ireland 
Professorship in Oct. 18S2, and is 
understood to be devoting the 
greater part of his time to a life of 
the late Dr. Pusey. Cnnon Liddon

LIGHTFOOT, The Sight Rev. 
Joseph Barber, D.D., D.G.L., LL.D., [

Cambridge, whore he obtained a 
scholarship in 1818, and graduated 
B.A. in 1851 ns a Wrangler, Senior 
Classic nnd Chancellor’s Medallist. 
In 1853 he was Novrisiau Univer¬ 
sity Prizeman, and he proceeded 
M.A. in the next year, having 1 eon 
previously, in 1852, elected to a 
fellowship in his college. In 1851 
he was ordained deacon by the late 
Bishop of Manchester (Dr. Prince 
Lee), by whom he was also admit¬ 
ted to priest’s orders in 1H5S. Dr. 
Lightfoot has been successively 
appointed Tutor of Trinity College, 
1857 j Select Preacher at Cam¬ 
bridge, 1858, &c. j Chaplain to the 
late Prince Consort, 1801; Hono¬ 
rary Chaplain in Ordinary to her 
Majesty, 1802 ; Hulsean Professor 
of Divinity in the University of 
Cambridge, 1801; Examining Chap¬ 
lain to the Bishop of London, 1S01; 
D.D., 1801; Whitehall Preacher, 
1806; Examining Chaplain to Dr. 
Tait, Archbishop of Canterbury, 
1808; Canon Residentiary of St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, Feh. 1871; Hon¬ 
orary Fellow of Trinity College, 
Cambridge, 1872 ; Select Preacher 
at Oxfurd, 1874-75 5 one of the 
Deputy Clerks of the Closet to her 
Majesty, Fob. IS75 j Margaret Pro¬ 
fessor of Divinity at Cambridge, 
1875. In Jan. 1879 ho was nomi¬ 
nated by the Crown, 011 the recuin- 
mendafcion of the Earl of Beacons- 
field, to fill the see of Durham, 
vacant by the resignation of Dr.

LI HUNG CHANG, the Prime 
Minister of China, was born in the 
Anu-Huci province, Feb. 1(5, 1823. 
In 1800 lie co-operated with Gene¬ 
ral (then Colonel) Gordon in sup¬ 
pressing the Taoping rebellion, 
being then Governor of the Tliiong- 
Rin province. The other Thiftng 
province being added to his rule, I 10 
was created Viceroy of the United 
Countries May, I 8 G 0 . Thu follow¬ 
ing year he was appointed Minister 
Plenijiotentiary, Viceroy of Hong- 
Kuang in 1807, and a Grand 
Ohnneellor in 1808. Aftex* the 
Tien-Tsin massacre in 1870, he 
was despoiled of his titles, and 
otherwise punished on the charge 
of not assisting the General in 
command, but in 1872 the then 
Emperor restored him to favour 
and the office of Grand Chancellor, 
He was the mediator for fixing the 
indemnity for the murder of Mr. 
Margary, who was killed, in 1870, 
while endeavouring to explore 
South-Western China. Now Li 
Hung Chang is the Viceroy of the 
Metropolitan provinces of Pe-Cliih- 
Li, and as such is the actual ruler 
or chief administrator of the 
Chinese Empire. He is a man of 
liberal views, permits coal-mining 
and coast-steamer traffic to be 
carried on by English companies, 
and is thought to bo even favour¬ 
able to railways, 

LILLY, William Samuel, was born 
at Fifehead, Dorsetshire, in 1840, 
and educated at St. Peter's College, 


Cambridge, where in 1858 I 10 ob¬ 
tained the senior scholarship and 
the Classical Prize. Ho graduated 
in 18(51 in the Law Tripos, and in 
the same year obtained an appoint¬ 
ment, by open competition, in the 
Civil Service of India. He was 
sent to the Presidency of Madras, 
where, after filling various public 
offices, he was appointed, in 18(50, 
Under-Secret ary to the Govern¬ 
ment. He left India on account 
of ill-health in 18/0. He was 
called to the English bar in 1873, 
and in 1874 was appointed Secre¬ 
tary to the Catholic Union of 
Groat Britain, which office he still 
holds. He published in 1881 
rt Ancient Religion and Modern 
Thought,” and in 1886 " Chapters 
in European History” (2 vole.), 
and is well known as ft contributor 
to the Quarterly, Lublhij OontcjH- 
pomry, and Fortnightly Reviews, 
and to the Nineteenth Century , upon 
philosophical mid historical sub¬ 
jects. He is a Justice of the 
Peace for the county of Middlesex. 

LINCOLN, Bishop of. 8ca Kino, 
Dr. 

LIND, Jenny (Madame Gold¬ 
schmidt), celebrated Swedish singer, 
was bom at Stockholm, Oct, 6 , 
1821, and entered tho training- 
school of music at the age of nine, 
After successfully singing chil¬ 
dren's parts on the stage until her 
twelfth year, she partly lost her 
voice and gavo up performing for 
four years, meantime studying 
instrumental music. It was then 
discovered that her voice had re¬ 
turned in all its beauty, and she 
began to sing once more in public, 
appearing first as Agatha in rt Der 
Freisehiitz, ” She tlion went to 
Paris, where she studied under 
Garcia and.

LINTON, Sir James P.R.I., 
was born in London, Dec. 26, 1840.

He con¬ 
tinued his studies there till the 
age of twenty-one, and then began 
to exhibit water-colours at tho 
Dudley GnUery and the Institute 
of Watercolour Painters; of tlio 
latter he was, in 1867, elected a 
member, and his pictures soon 
became a special feature of the 
exhibitions. At the same time he 
became a member of the staff of 
artists on the Graphic. Among his 
pictures exhibited at the Institute 
may be mentioned " Maunday 
Thursday/' " 1793/' "Love tho 
Conqueror/' "Off Guard/' "The 
Cardinal Minister/' "The Earl of 
Leicester/' and "Priscilla.” Mr. 
Linton worked hard to obtain for 
tho art of watercolour painting a 
recognised position. In 1865 lie, 

■ together with other artists, opened 
the Institute of Painters in Water- 
colours, a development of tho New 
Sccioty which had been framed in 
1862 by painters dissatisfied with 
the manner in which their art was 
treated by the Royal Academy. 
The exhibition was for many years 
confined to the works of members, 
but in 1883, having moved to large 
new quarters in Piccadilly, it was 
thrown open to all comers, and Mr. 
Linton was elected President. The 
Queen granted the title " Royal/' 
and in 1885 conferred on tho Presi¬ 
dent the honour of knighthood. 
Sir James has also produced a

LINTON, William James, born in 
London in 1812, was apprenticed to 
Mr. G. W. Bonner in 1828, became 
the partner in 1812 of the late 
Mr. Orrxn Smith, and was engaged 
with him on the first works of im¬ 
portance published in the Illus¬ 
trated London News. As an en¬ 
graver on wood he ranks in the 
first class. In his younger days, 
as a zealous chartist, he became 
intimately associated with the chief 
political refugees; in 1844 was 
concerned with Mazzini in calling 
the attention of the House of Com¬ 
mons to the fact that the exile’s 
letters had been opened, by Sir 
James Grahams and in 1848 was 
deputed to carry to the French 
Provincial Government the first 
congratulatory address of English 
workmen. In 1851 he was one of 
the founders of the Leader news¬ 
papers in 1855 became tho manager 
and editor of Pen and Pencil ; and 
was for several years a regular 
poetical contributor to the Nation , 
during the editorship of Mr. 
Duffy. He has contx'ibuted to the 
Westminster Review , Examiner; and 
Spectator, He has published: " A 
History of Wood Engraving/' and 
a series of w The Works of De¬ 
ceased British Artists/’ 1860 \ 
te Claribel, and other Poems/' 1865;

Her father having removed 
to New Brighton, Pennsylvania, 
she joined liim there in 1843, and 
occupied lier leisure time in writing 
for magazines and periodicals.

He accompanied M, Renan as who refused a vote of confidence 
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in the Broglie cabinet. In 1883 
lie acted with M. Floquet in carry- 
in" through his Exile Bill. In 
1883, probably owing to the fact 
that ho is married to the daughter 
of Victor Hugo, M. Lockroy was 
returned by the < lectors of Paris, 
voting by bcrutin dc Hate, at the 
head of the poll. M. Lockroy has 
published several volumes com¬ 
posed mainly of articles con¬ 
tributed to various joiumals; “ La 
Petite Guerre/* 1878; " Le 3 Aigles 
tin Cupitole/* 1869 ; “ La Commune 
ot rAssembh s e/* 1871; “L’Isle Re- 
voltce/' 1877. 

LOCKYER, Joseph NormanjF.R.S., 
bom at Rugby, May 17th, 1S3G, 
was educated in various private 
schools and on the continent. He 
uas appointed to the "War Office in 
1837, and train Lord do Grey re¬ 
ceived the appointment of editor 
of Army Regulations in I 860 , and, 
in conjunction with Mr. Thomas 
Hughes, M.P. t placed the legbda- 
tion of the "War Office ou an im¬ 
proved basis. In 1870 he was 
appointed Secretary of the Royal 
Commission on Scientific Instruc¬ 
tion and the Advancement of 
Science, and on the termination of 
the labours of that commission was 
transferred to the Science and Art 
Department. Mr. Loekyer is known 
as a worker in astronomy and phy¬ 
sics, a large contributor to scientific 
literature, and a lecturer on scien¬ 
tific subjects. He was elected a 
Fellow of the Royal Astronomical 
Society in I860, and he contributed 
an important paper on "The 
Planet Mars’* to the Memoirs of 
that Society. About this time he 
began telescopic observations of 
the sun, and in 1866 proposed a 
method for observing the red flames 
without an eclipse, which method 
he and M. Janssen independently 
applied in 186S. To commemorate 
this discovery a medal was struck 
by the French Government in 1872. 
He was elected a Fellow of the 
Royal Society in I860, and inde¬ 
pendently, and in conjunction with 


I Dr. Frankland, announced many 
important solar and physical dis¬ 
coveries to the Society in this and 
the following years. He was chief 
of the English Government Eclipse 
Expedition to Sicily in 1870, and to 
India in 1871, and was elected Rede 
Lecturer to the University of Cam¬ 
bridge in 1871, and Bakerian Lec¬ 
turer to the Royal Society for the 
year 1874, in which year he also 
received the Riunford medal from 
that body. On Jan. 29, 1S73, the 
Paris Academy of Sciences elected 
him a corresponding member in 
the Section of Astronomy. Mr. 
Lookyer lias published “ Elemen¬ 
tary Lessons in Astronomy,’* “ Con¬ 
tributions to Solar Physics ,* 1 1873; 
ff The Spectroscope and its Applica¬ 
tions,** 1873 ; “ Primer of Astro¬ 
nomy/* 1874 j “Studies in Spectrum 
Analysis,** 1878; and “ Star Gazing, 
Past and Present,” 1878. He is a 
foreign member of several acade¬ 
mies and scientific hollies, mul is 
a Knight of the Brazilian Order of 
the Robe. 

LOEWIS, The Rev. Dr. Louis, was 
bom at Ziilz, in Prussian Silesia, 
in 1809, and educated at Rosenberg, 
in Silesia, subsequently at the 
theological colleges of Lissa, Ni- 
eholsburg, and Presburg, and the 
University of Berlin. Ho was 
appointed in IS39 Hebrew Lecturer 
and Oriental linguist to the late 
Duke of Sussex; in 1850, Head 
Master of the Jews’ College, Fins¬ 
bury Square; in 1858, Examiner 
for Oriental Languages to the 
Royal College of Preceptors; and 
in 1868, Principal and Director of 
Sir Moses Montefiore’s Theological 
College at Ramsgate. Dr. Loewe 
travelled under the auspices of the 
Duke of Sussex, the Duke of North¬ 
umberland (then Dol’d Prudhoe), 
the Earl of Munster, and the late 
Admiral Sir Sydney Smith, in the 
years 183G, 1837, 1838, in Egyyt, 
Nubia, part of Ethiopia, Syna, 
Palestine, Turkey, Asia Minor, and 
Greece, for the cultivation of the 
study of the Arabic, Coptic, Nubian 
u tr 
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Turkish, and Circassian languages 
and literature, and accompanied 
Sir Moses Montefiore, Bart., on 
nine of his philanthropic missions 
to the East, and on four to Russia, 
Poland, E otunania, and E ome. He 
has published t£ The Origin of the 
Egyptian Language proved by the 
Analysis of that and the Hebrew " 
in the "Asiatic Journal," 1837 j 
"Briefe aus dem Orient" (Letters 
from the East) in Dr, Philippson's 
"Allgemeine Zeitung des Juden- 
tlimns/' No. 18-79 in 18 numbers, 
Leipzig, 1839 ; a translation of J. 
B.Levinsohn's "Efes Dammirn/' a 
scries of conversations at Jerusalem 
between a patriarch of the Greek 
Church and a chief Rabbi of the 
Jews, London, 1811 ,* a translation 
of the Eev. David Nieto's "Miittch 
Ban," being a supplement to the 
book r *Kuzriri," 1842; ^Observa¬ 
tions on a Unique Cufic Gold Coin," 
issued by Al-Aamir Beakhcdm 
Allah, Abu Ali Manzour Ben Mus- 
tali, tenth caliph of the Fatimite 
dynasty, London, 1810 \ “ A Dic¬ 
tionary of the Circassian Lan¬ 
guage, 1 ' in two parts, English- 
(Jircassinn-Turkish and Circassian- 
English-Turkish, 1854; "Memoir 
on the Lemlein Medal, 1 ' 1857 5 be¬ 
sides numerous " Discourses " and 
papers in the Transactions of 
learned societies. 

LOFTIE, Rev. William John, 
F.S.A., was bom at Tandragee, 
in the county Armagh, 1839, 
the eldest son. of John Henry 
Loftie, J.P., and Jane, his wife, 
daughter of William Crozier, 
and niece of Captain F. B, M. 
Crozier, E.N., F.B.S., of H.M.S. 
Terror, lost in Franklin's expedi¬ 
tion. The Lofties wore seated at 
Smeeth, in Kent,f or three centuries, 
and William Loftie, great-grand¬ 
father of the subject of this notice, 
was Mayor of Canterbury in 1774. 
Mr. Loftie was educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he took the 
degree of B.A. in 1804. He was 
ordained to a curacy at Cor sham, 
Wiltshire, in 1865, but in 1867 re¬ 


moved to a scene of greater activity 
as curate of St. Mary Magdalene, 
Peckham. Less than a year of the 
hard work of the south-eastern 
suburb injured his health, and at 
the advice of his vicar, Michael 
Biggs, a well-known scholar, he 
turned to literature, writing first 
ou antiquarian subjects in the 
People's Magazine (S.P.C.K.), of 
which he became editor in 1872. 
Elected F.S.A. in 1872, ho published 
a " Century of Bibles,” and in 1873 
" The Latin Year/' a collection of 
hymns. After holding temporary 
Church appointments he became 
assistant Minister of the Chapel 
Royal, Savoy, 1871, and in 1879 
publishcd"Memorials of the Savoy/' 
meanwhile, having spent some win¬ 
ters on the Nile, ho wrote et A Eido 
in Egypt,' 1 and has since published 
" An Essay of Scarabs/ 1 and written 
papers in the Archceological Journal 
on "Egyptology." Being also a 
student of old prints, ho published, 
in 1877, a catalogue of the works of 
Hans Sebald Beham. He became 
connected with the Guardian in 
1870, and was a weekly contributor 
for six years. In 1874 he joined the 
staff of the Saturday Review, and 
has written on art and archmology 
in the Portfolio, the Magazine of 
Art, and many other periodicals. 
The "Art at Home Series/' begun 
in 1877, resulted in the issue of 
twelve volumes, by various winters, 
including Mi*b. Loftie, Mr. Andrew 
Lang,Mrs. Oliphant, undMr.Walier 
Pollock. At the instance of the 
late Mr. J. B. Green he turned his 
attention to municipal antiquities, 
and with a short guide “ Through 
London," and other books, has pub¬ 
lished two editions of “A History 
of London;" besides writing a 
volume on the *• City ” for Mr. E. 
A. Freeman's series of "Historic 
Towns," and the authorized "Guido 
to the Tower," for the Government, 
of which 10,000 copies were sold in 
the first three weeks. B esides these 
literary labours he was one of the 
founders of the Society for the 
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Protection of Ancient Buildings, 
and of tho Incorporated Society of 
Authors. 

LOFTUS, The Bight Hon. lord 
Augustus William Frederiok Spen¬ 
cer, G.C.B., commonly called lord 
Augustus Loftus, the fourth son of 
the second Marquis of Ely, hy the 
daughter of Sir H. W. Dashwood, 
Dart., was bom in 1817, and edu¬ 
cated at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
■where he took the degree of SI.A. 
Entering the Diplomatic Service, 
he was appointed Attach*? at Berlin 
in 1887, and paid Attache at Stutt¬ 
gart in 1811. He accompanied Sir 
SLratford Canning (afterwards Vis¬ 
count Stratford de Eedoliffe) on liis 
special mission to the Courts of 
I Jerl in, Yii *nna, Munich and Athens, 
in March, 1818. He was appointed 
Secretary of the Legation at Stntt- J 
gart in 1S52; and at Berlin in 
1858; and Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary at 
Vienna in March, 1858. He was 
appointed by the Queen to repre¬ 
sent Her Majesty at the marriage 
of His Serene Highness Prince 
Leiningen with the Princess Mary 
of Baden, at Carlsruhe, in Aug. 
1S5S. In Dee. 1800, ho was trans¬ 
ferred to Berlin. On the elevation 
of tho Mission at Berlin to the rank 
of an Embassy, lie was transferred, 
Oct. 2S, 1862, to Munich, which was 
on that occasion raised to the rank 
of a First-class Mission. He was 
created a K.C.B., Dec. 12, 1862 j 
was promoted to be Ambassador 
Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary 
to the King of Prussia, Jan. 19, 
18G6 j and was made a G.C.B., July 
6,1806. He was appointed Ambas¬ 
sador Extraordinary and Plenipo¬ 
tentiary to the North German 
Confederation, Feb. 2*1, 160S; was 
sworn a Privy Councillor, Nov. 11, 
1808 ; and was appointed Ambassa¬ 
dor Extraordinary and Plenipoten¬ 
tiary to the Emperor of Russia, 
Oct. 1G, 1871. The latter post he 
held till Feb. 1879, when he was 
appointed Governor of New South 
Wales. 


LONDON, Bishop of. (See Temple, 
I Dn.) 

LONDONDERRY, Marquis of, The 
Bight Hon. Charles Stewart Yaue- 
Tempest Stewart, son of tho fifth 
Marquis, was born in 1852, and edu¬ 
cated at Eton and at Christ Church, 
Oxford. As Viscount Castlcreagh, 
he unsuccessfully contested South 
Kensington in 1874, and Mont¬ 
gomery District in 1877, and &at 
for County Down from 1878 to 
1881. On tho death of his father 
in 18S1 he suceeoded to the title, 
and on the formation of Lord Salis¬ 
bury's second administration in 
1886, was appointed Lord Lieu¬ 
tenant of Ireland. He married the 
eldest daughter of the Earl of 
Shrewsbury, and is the owner of 
extensive collieries in Durham. 

LONGSTREET, Gen. James, was 
bora in South Carolina in I82u. 
He graduated at the Military Aca¬ 
demy at "West Point ill 1812, and 
was on duty on the Mexican frontier 
till 1840; took part in the Mexican 
war, 1810- 18,whcrc he was wounded j 
attained the rank of Captain and a 
Major’s brevet; served subsequently 
in Texas and as Paymaster in the 
0, S. army, being promoted Major 
on the staff in 1858. He resigned 
his commission to take part with 
the South in the civil war, Juno 1, 
1861; was appointed to the com¬ 
mand of the 4th Brigade of Gen. 
Beauregard’s first corps, near Con- 
treville, and was present at tho 
battle of Bull Bun, July 21, 1801. 
During the early part of 1S02 he 
was made Major-General, and won 
reputation under Gen. Lee, in the 
campaigns against McClellan, Pope, 
Burnside, and Meade. After the 
battle of Fredericksburg, Dec. 13, 
1802, Longstreet was promoted to 
tlie command of a corps, with the 
rank of Lieutonant-GencraL He 
took an active part in tlie battle of 
Gettysburg, July 1-3, He was also 
conspicuous for his military ability 
in tho campaign of the Wilderness, 
May 1-0, 1861, and was seveady 
wounded on the Gth of May, but 
xr tr 2 
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recovered in time to take command 
of liis corps during the siege of 
Petersburg. He surrendered with 
Gen* Lee, in Apiil, 1805. After 
the war, Gen. Longstreet acted 
zealously for the restoration of bai’- 
mony between the two sections. 
He made Hew Orleans his residence, 
and, having been amnestied by 
President Johnson, he was so cor¬ 
dial towards the Administration 
that President Grant appointed 
him Surveyor of the Port of Hew 
Orloans. In 1875 he took up his 
residence in Georgia, and in 1880 
was sent as Minister to Turkey, 
where he remained until 1881. He 
was subsequently U. S. Marshal for 
the Northern District of Georgia, 
but at present holds no official 
position. He resides at Gains- 
ville, Georgia. 

LONGLEY, Henry, son of the 
late Archbishop Lougley, was edu¬ 
cated at Hug by and at Christ 
Church, Oxford, where he gradu¬ 
ated M.A. in 1859. He was called 
to the bar at Lincoln's Inn in 1860, 
and after going the Northern Cir¬ 
cuit for a short time, ultimately 
practised at the equity bar and as a 
conveyancer. Ho was appointed 
a Poor Law Inspector in 1863, und 
was in charge of the Metropolitan 
Poor Law District from 1.872 to 
1874. In the latter year, he was 
appointed third Charity Commis¬ 
sioner upon the transfer to the 
Charity Commission of the duties 
of the Endowed Schools Commis¬ 
sioner. He was appointed Second 
Charity Commissioner in 1879, and 
Chief Charity Commissioner in 
July, 1885, upon the death of Sir 
W. K. Seymour Fitzgerald, G.C.S.I. 
Mr, Longley is the author of a 
report to the Local Government 
Hoard made in 1873, on w Poor Law 
Administration in London, with 
special reference to the disposal by 
Boards of Guardians of Applica¬ 
tions for Belief/' 

LOO MI Elias, LL.D., born 
in Tolland Co,, Connecticut, in 
Aug, 1811, graduated from Yale 


College in 1830, and was Tutor 
there from 1833 to 183G. In 1836 
he was appointed Professor of 
Mathematics and Natural Philo¬ 
sophy in Western Eeservo College 
in Ohio, with permission to spend 
a year in Europe in scientific stu¬ 
dies. During his residence in 
Ohio he devoted a large amount of 
time to astronomical, magnetic and 
meteorological observations, and 
to researches connected with these 
observations. In 1811 he became 
Professor in the University of the 
city of New York, and while there 
devoted considerable time to tele¬ 
graphic comparisons for longitude 
in concert with Mr. Sears C. Walker. 
These observations afforded the 
first determination of the velocity 
of the electric current through tele¬ 
graph wire, Iu I860 he was ap¬ 
pointed Professor of Natural Pliilo- 
sophy and Astronomy in Yale Col¬ 
lege, a position which lie still holds. 
He has published a series of text¬ 
books embracing the whole range 
of mathematics, natural philosophy, 
natron omy, and meteorology. These 
books have attained an aggregate 
circulation of over half a million of 
copies. His " Treatise on Analyti¬ 
cal Geometry and Calculus” has 
been translated into the Chinese 
language, and his “Treatise on 
Meteorology” into Arabic. His 
scientific papers embrace the vari¬ 
ous departments of meteorology, 
the phenomena of auroral exhibi¬ 
tions and atmospheric electricity, 
territorial magnetism, astronomical 
observations, shooting-stars, solar 
spots, &c. These papers are nearly 
a hundred in number, amounting 
to over twelve hundred pages. His 
entire publications aggregate more 
than nine thousand pages. Pro¬ 
fessor Loomis is a member of the 
principal scientific societies of the 
United States and also of several 
scientific academies of Europe. 

LOPEB, The Bight Hon. Sir Henry 
Charles, Lord Justice of tho Court 
of Appeal, third son of the late Sir 
Ralph Lopes, the second baronet 
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of Haristow, Devon, by Susan 
Gibb, eldest daughter of the late 
A. Ludlow, Esq., of Heywood House, 
Wiltshire, was born at Devonpoi*t, 
Oct. 3, 182S, and received his edu¬ 
cation at Winchester School, and at 
Balliol College, Oxford (B, A., 1S50), 
He was called to the Bar of the 
Inner Temple, June 7, 1852, and 
for some time he practised as an 
equity draftsman and a conveyancer. 
In 1857 he joined the Western cir¬ 
cuit, of which lie became, in course 
of time, the leading "stuff gown.” 
Mr. Lopes was made Recorder of 
Exeter in 1SG7, obtained his silk 
gown in IStJD, and was elected a 
bencher of his Inn shortly after¬ 
wards. In April, 18GS, he was 
returned to the House of Commons, 
in the Conservative interest, as 
member for Laiuiceston. He was 
re-elected in Dec., 18G8, and he 
continued to sit for that borough 
till Jan. 187L The Warrington 
Park property having in the mean¬ 
time changed hands, it then became 
necessary for Mr. Lopes cither to 
oppose the new owner, or to seek 
for another seal. Choosing the 
latter alternative, he determined to 
stand for Prome,near which borough 
he had a residence and property. 
After a severe contest he was re¬ 
turned by G12 votes, against 557 
recorded in favour of Mr. Wilhms, 
the Liberal candidate. He con¬ 
tinued to represent Prome xmtil his 
elevation to the judicial bench. 
Mr. Lopes was a frequent speaker 
in the House of Commons, and he 
succeeded in carrying through that 
House a Jury Bill, containing more 
tlian a hundred sections, but there 
was not sufficient time to get it 
passed by the House of Peers. On 
Nov. 3, 1876, Mr. Lopes accepted 
the vacant judgeship in the Court 
of Common Pleas, in succession to 
the late Mr. Justice Archil add, and 
very shortly afterwards he received 
the honour of knighthood. In 
Nov. 1876, on the death of liia 
maternal uncle, Sir Henry Lopes 
became the owner of Heywood, 


near Weatbury, Wiltshire, a place 
which had been for many years in 
his mother’s family, and where he 
now resides. On the 1st Dee. 1885, 
ho was appointed Lord Justice of 
Appeal, and subsequently sworn of 
the Privy Council. In 1851* ho 
married Cordelia Lucy, daughter 
of Ewing Clarke, Eaq., of Efford 
Manor, near Plymouth, and thus be¬ 
came connected with the old Cornish 
families of Mole&wortli and Tre- 
lawny. 

I0RIMER, James, M.A., LL.D., 
Professor of Public Law, and of 
the Law of Nature and Nations in 
the University of Edinburgh, was 
born at Aberdalgie, near Perth, 
Nov. 4, 1818. His father, who in¬ 
herited a small estate in Angus- 
shire, was factor to the Earl of 
Kinnoull, and was much consulted 
as a land-valuator during his long 
life, and took an nctive share in 
Perthshire affairs, of which county 
he was ft Jristice of the Peace. 
Mr. Lorimer was educated at the 
Uni verity of Edinburgh, and sub¬ 
sequently studied at the Academy 
of Geneva and at the Universities 
of Berlin and Bonn. In 1845 he 
I became a member of the Scotch 
bar, and in 1862 Professor of Public 
Law. He was one of the founders 
of the Institute of International 
Law, 1873 i and with its members 
and earlier Continental friends 
has always maintained intimate 
relations. He is a member of the 
Academy of Jurisprudence of 
Madrid, and of the Universities of 
St. Petersburg and Moscow, a 
Fellow of the Royal Society of 
Edinburgh, &c. He has published 
"The Univeisities of Scotland/' 
1854 j u Political Progress,” 1857 ; 
"Handbook of the Law of Seotr 
land,” 1862, now in its 5th edition ; 

" Constitutionalism of the Future,” 
18G3, 2nd edition 1807 j " Insti¬ 
tutes of Law/' 1872, 2nd edition 
lb&0. A French translation, is in 
preparation: "Institutes of the 
Law of Nations,” Vol. I. 1&83, 
Yoh II. 1884. Abridged and trans- 
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latecl inlo French hy M. Ernest 
Nys, Professor in the University 
of Brussels, under the title of 
" Principes de Droit International,” 
1S85. In earlier life he was a 
frequent contributor to the Edin¬ 
burgh, North British, and other 
Reviews, and to ‘'Chambers' En- 
cylopsedia,” and he has pul dished 
many pamphlets, introductory 
lectures, and the like. He still 
contributes frequently to tlie 
"Revue de Droit International.” 
Professor Lorimer is a representa¬ 
tive of the Historico - Political 
School of Jurisprudence. 

LORNE, Sir John George Edward 
Henry Douglas Sutherland Campbell, 
G.C.M.G., called by courtesy the 
Makqtiis op, eldest son of the 
Duko of Argyll, was bom at Staf¬ 
ford House, London, in 1845. He 
was elected M.P. for Argyleshire, 
in the Liberal interest, in Feb. 
1868, and in Dec. of the same year 
lie became private secretary to his 
father at the India Office. The 
chief event of his life was his mar¬ 
riage with the Princess Louise, 
fourth daughter of Queen Victoria, 
on March 21, 1871, on which occa¬ 
sion he was created a knight of the 
Thistle. The marriage ceremony 
was performed in St. George's 
Chapel, Windsor, by the Bishop of 
London, assisted by the Bishops of 
Winchester, Oxford, and Worces¬ 
ter. A trifling work, by the Marquis 
of Lome, entitled " A Trip to the 
Tropics, and Home through Ame¬ 
rica,” was published in 1807. It 
was followed hy " Guido and Lita: 
a Tale of the Riviera,” a poem, 
1875 j and " The Psalms literally 
rendered in Verse ” 1877. In July, 
187S, he accepted the post of 
Governor-General of the Dominion 
of Canada, in succession to Lord 
Dufferin, Ho was soon afterwards 
created a Knight Grand Cross of 
the order of SS. Michael and 
George. Accompanied by the Prin¬ 
cess Louise, he proceeded to Canada 
(Nov. 1878), where he had a most 
enthusiastic reception. His tom 


of office (during which ho had tra¬ 
velled very extensively throughout 
the Dominion) expired in 3883, 
when he was succeeded by the 
Marquis of Lansdowne. At tlio 
General Election in 1885, Lord 
Lome contested Hampstead as a 
Liberal, against Sir Henry Hol¬ 
land, but was defeated by a large 
majority. 

LOSSING, Benson John, LL.D., 
bom at Beekman, New York, Feb. 
12, ISIS. After working some 
years at watch-making, he became, 
in 1835, joint-owner and editor of 
the Poughkeepsie Telegraph. He 
soon added to this a semi-monthly 
literary journal called the Pough¬ 
keepsie Casket , and Btudied wood- 
engraving and drawing, to be able 
to illustrate it. About 1838 ho 
settled in New York as a wood- 
engraver, publishing also the 
Family Magazine. In 1811 he 
published " An Outline History of 
the Fine Arts.” In 1847 he pub¬ 
lished "Seventeen Himdred and 
Seventy-six,” and in 1818, " Lives 
of the Signers of the Declaration 
of Independence,” and "Pictorial 
Field Book of the Revolution,” 
and a large number of other 
popular historical works. Besides 
these, he has contributed to 
Harper’s Magazine and other perio¬ 
dicals a number of papers, and is a 
most industrious collector of docu¬ 
ments relating to American his¬ 
tory. He has now (May, 1880) two 
additional works ready for publica¬ 
tion, " The Two Spies, Nathan 
Hale and John Andre,”and " A Cy 
clopffldia of Universal History.” In 
1872 he received the degree of LL.D. 
from the University of Michigan. 
He resides at Dover Plains, near 
the city of New York, 

LOUIS I. (Louis-Philippe-Marie- 
Ferdinand - Pierre - d’Alcantara-An¬ 
toine - Michel - Raphael -Gabriel-Gon- 
zague - Xavier - Francois d J Assise- 
Jean - Jules - Auguste - Volfando - de 
Braganza-Bourhon), King of Por¬ 
tugal, second but eldest surviving 
son of Donna Maria II., Queen of 
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Portugal, and Dom Fernando, 
Prince of Saxe-Coburg, bom Oct., 
1S38, visited this country with his 
elder brother in 1851, when he 
boro the title of Duke of Oporto, 
and afterwards attained the rank 
of a Captain in the Portuguese 
navy. He succeeded to the throne 
on the death of his brother. King 
Pedro V. (hy a fever, which carried 
off another brother), Nov. 11,1861. 
He married, 1 Oct. 6, 18G2, Pia, 
youngest daughter of Victor Em¬ 
manuel, King of Italy, hy whom he 
has two sons, Carlos, born Sept. 28, 
1803, mid Alfonso, born July 31, 
1SG5. Hia Majesty published in 
1877 ft translation into Portuguese 
of Shakspere’s w Hamlet.” It was 
followed in 1SS0 by a translation 
of the <f Merchant of Venice,” In 
tlmt year also his Maje&ty com¬ 
pleted hia translation into Portu¬ 
guese of Shftkspere*s " Rickard III,” 
A second edition of the king’s | 
translation of “Hamlet” was | 
issuod in 1880. The flrat edition 
was limited to 1,000 copies, which 
his Majesty distributed among his , 
friends. Some unscrupulous pub¬ 
lisher in Rio de Janeiro, however, I 
struck off a cheap edition which j 
met with a very remunerative sale 
in the Brazilian capital. His 
Majesty, to prevent a repetition of 
this conduct, made a present of the 
copyright of the new edition of 
“"Hamlet,” and of his future trans¬ 
lations of Shakspere, to one of the 
charitable asylums of Lisbon. His 
eldest son was married, in 189G, to 
a daughter of the Comte de Paris, 
LOUIS IV. (Frederick William 
Louis Charles), K.G., Grand Duke 
of Hesse-Darmstadt, eldest son of 
Prince Charles William Louis of 
Hesse-Darmstadt, by a cousin of 
the King of Prussia, bom Sept. 12, 
1837, is a captain in the 1st regi¬ 
ment of the Prussian Guard, and 
colonel of a regiment of hussars. 
He married the Princess Alice, 
second daughter of Queen Victoria, 
July 1,18G2, when an allowance of 
*£0,000 a year was settled on the 


bride-elect, together with =£30,000 
as a dowry. The Queen granted 
him tho prefix of “His Royal 
Highness,” and created him a 
Knight of the Garter, This is not 
the first matrimonial connection 
contracted between the present 
reigning family of England and 
the house of Hes^e, an aunt of 
Queen Victoria, the Princess Elba- 
beth, daughter of George III., 
having married the Landgrave of 
Hesse-Homburg, His Royal High¬ 
ness succeeded to the Grand-Duke¬ 
dom on the death of his uncle, 
Louis III., June 13, 1877, and was 
left a widower on Dec. 14, 1878. 
Borne years later he morganatic- 
ally married Madame de Kolomine, 
but after a short time divorced her, 
The Grand Duke has seven child¬ 
ren (1) Victoria Elizabeth Ma¬ 
thilda Alberte Marie, bom at 
Windsor, April 3, 1803 ; (2) Eliza¬ 
beth Alexandra Louise Alice, bom 
at Bessungen, Nov. 1, 18G4 ; (3) 
Irene Marie Louise Anna, bom at 
Dannstadt, July 11, ISO63 (4) 
Ernest Louis Charles Albert, bom 
Nov. 25, 1808; (5) Friedrich Wil¬ 
helm August Victoria Leopold 
Ludwig, horn Oct. 7, 18/0, acci¬ 
dentally killed, May 29, 1873; (6) 
Victoria Alice Helena Louise, horn 
June 5, 1872 j and (7) Marie Vic¬ 
toria Feodore Leopoldine, bom 
May 24, 1874, died Nov. 15, 1878, 
LOVELL, John, born Nov, 20, 
1835, at Famham, Surrey* and edu¬ 
cated at a private school, began his 
journalistic career in 185G, at the 
small town of Guildford, in Surrey. 
Thence he went to the North, where 
he became connected with several 
of the leading provincial journals, 
and at the same time contributed 
to the periodical literature of the 
day. He was appointed editor of 
Cassell's Magazine, in succession to 
Mr. Uoy Thomas, in 18G8, but re¬ 
linquished that post in 18G9 to 
take the management of the Press 
Association, Having successfully 
launched and carried on this under¬ 
taking, he in 1880 retired to take 
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the editorship in chief and general 
management of the Liverpool 1Mer¬ 
cury. In addition to contributing 
largely to periodical literature, Mr. 
Lovell has translated and edited 
the " Nouveau Bobinson Suisse ” of 
Stahl. 

LOWE, The Bev. Edward Clarke, 
D.D., bom at Everton, near Liver¬ 
pool, Deo. 15,1823, youngest son of 
S. Lowe, Esq., solicitor, formerly of 
Whitehaven, Salop, and subse¬ 
quently of Liverpool, was educated 
in Liverpool at a private school, 
and afterwards at Oxford, where he 
entei i ed under Bev. W. Jacobson, 
afterwords Bishop of Chester, at 
Magdalene Hall in 1842, whence he 
was elected to the Bible Clerkship 
at Lincoln College in Juno, 1844, 
where he was a pupil of the lato 
Mark Fattison. He graduated 
B. A, in 1810, in the third class, 
and the following year became 
Second Master of tho King’s School, 
Ottery St. Mary, and was ordained 
deacon by Bishop Phillpotts in 
September of the same year, and 
priest in September of next year. 
In 1849 he joined, at Sliorehain, 
the Eev. N. Woodard, who had 
just begun his effort to found, by 
public boarding schools, a system 
of Church of England education 
for the middle classes. In Jan., 
1850, he opened, as headmaster at 
Hurstpierpoint, the first middle 
school of the system, and romainod 
in that office till the end of 1872, 
when he was appointed Provost of 
the Midland district of St. Nicholas’ 
College, an office he still retains, 
being head of the Society of SS. 
Mary and John of Lichfield, in 
union with St. Nicholas’ College, 
and directing the large schools at 
Denstone and Ellesmere for boys, 
and two for girls at Abbots Bromley, 
as well as a boys’ day-school at 
Dewsbury. In Sept., 1873, he was 
preferred to a. Canonry in Ely 
Cathedral, and in the present and 
late Parliament has represented 
the Chapter as Proctor in Convoca¬ 
tion He has published several 


small educational works; among 
others : " Porta Latina,” Erasmus 
College Series, "An English 
Primer,” and an annotated edition 
of a. Herbert’s "Church Porch” 
(J. Parker A. Co.). 

LOWE, Edward Joseph, F.B.S., 
elder surviving son of the late 
Alfred Lowe, Esq., J.P., of High- 
field, near Nottingham (one of the 
original members of the Meteoro¬ 
logical Society), was born at High- 
field, Nov. 11, 1825} and in 1840 
began that valuable scries of 
daily meteorological observations 
which were continued to April, 
1882. In 181G he published "A 
Treatise on Atmospheric Phe¬ 
nomena.” About 1848 he assisted 
tho late Professor Baden Powell in 
the meteor observations for the 
British Association, and was the 
first to point out the convergence 
of meteors to a point in the heavens, 
" Prognostications of the Weather,” 
a small work by him, appeared in 
1849. In 1850 he became a mem¬ 
ber of the Meteorologioal Sooiety, 
of which he was one of the founders. 
In 1853 he wrote two valuable 
local works, entitled " Tho Climate 
of Nottinghamshire,” and "The 
Conchology of Nottinghamshire.” 
In the same year he likewise assis¬ 
ted the late Professor Edward 
Forbes in the compilation of liis 
work on " British Mollusca,” and 
issued the first parts of the well- 
known " Natural History of British 
and Exotic Ferns.” His next work, 
on " British Grasses,” appeared in 
1858, and he subsequently wrote 
two other botanical works on tf Beau¬ 
tiful-leaved Plants,” and " New and 
Bare Ferns,”in 18G1 and 18G2; and 
" Our Native Ferns,” in 18G5. His 
last work, entitled the f f Chronology 
of the Seasons,” ia yet in progress, 
the first part only having been 
issued. Iu 1860 he was one of 
those who accompanied the Govern¬ 
ment expedition to Spain for tho 
purpose of observing the solar 
eclipse, and was placed in charge of 
the meteorological departments in 
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the Santander district. In 18GG he 
whs local secretary to the British 
Association. In 1SG8 he was presi¬ 
dent of the Nottingham Literary 
and Philosophical Society. Besides 
being the author of the works enu¬ 
merated, Mr. Lowe has contributed 
many papers on scientific subjects 
to various learned societies, and to 
the BritishAssocifttionj and he sends 
daily meteorological telegrams to 
the Board of Trade, and synchro¬ 
nous meteorological observations 
to the United States Government. 
He was the inventor of the dry 
powder tests for the ozone observa¬ 
tions used in the scientific balloon 
ascents. He was also the discoverer 
of an entirely new and distinct 
species of British worm, the Megas- 
colex rigida (Baird) \ has been the 
raiser of many abnormal British 
ferns; and has succeeded in produc¬ 
ing hybrids between Polysticlmm 
aculeatum and P. anyulare. For 
some years past Mr. Lowe has been 
a Deputy-Lieutenant and Justice 
of the Peace for Nottinghamshire, 
and a Commissioner of Income Tux. 
In 18b2 he went to reside at Shire- 
newton Hall, near Chepstow, which 
estate ho purchased from Lord Kin- 
tour. He is now a Justice of the 
Peace for Monmouthshire. He is a 
Fellow of the Royal, the Itoyal 
Astronomical, the Geological, the 
Liunffliin, the Meteorological, the 
Zoological, and the Horticultural 
Societies. 

LOWE, Major-General Sir Drury 
Curzon Drury, K.C.B., son of the 
lute Mr. William Drtny-Lowe, hy 
the Hon. Caroline Esther Curzon, 
daughter of the second Lord 
Scarsdale, was bom in 1830. He 
entered the army in 1831, and 
became a full Colonel in 1871. He 
served with the 17th LancerB in the 
Crimea, and also in the Indian 
Mutiny. He commanded his regi¬ 
ment in the Zulu War, and led the 
charge at the conclusion of the 
buttle of Ulundi. He went out to 
South Africa again in 1881 to com¬ 
mand the cavalry there, but did not 


arrive in the country in time to see 
active service. In the Egyptian 
expedition of 1882 he commanded 
the Cavalry Brigade, and for his 
services he was created a K.C.B., 
and received the thanks of Parlia¬ 
ment and uLo the second class of 
tho Osmanieh. 

LOWELL, James Russell, LL.D., 
D.C.L., bom at Cambridge, Massa¬ 
chusetts, Feb. 22, 1819. He gra¬ 
duated at Harvard College in 
1S38, and studied law, but soon 
abandoned law for literature. 
Before leaving college he published 
a class poem. A volume of miscel¬ 
laneous poems, entitled ff A Year’s 
Life,” appeared in 1811; a new 
collection containing "A Legend 
of Brittany,” ^Prometheus,” and 
others,in 1811; “Conversations on 
some of the Old Poets,” containing 
a series of well-studied criticisms, 
both in prose and verse, giving in¬ 
dications of Mr. Lowell’s interest 
in the various political and philan¬ 
thropic questions of the day, and of 
his attachment to those principles 
oi? which he has since been tho 
champion, in 1815; a third collec¬ 
tion of poems, and “ The Vision of 
Sir Launfal,” founded on a legend 
of the Search for the San Uraal, in 
1848: " A Fable for Critics,” in 
which he satirically passes in re¬ 
view the literati of the United 
States, and his most remarkable 
work, " The Biglow Papers/* a col¬ 
lection of humorous poems on poli¬ 
tical subjects, written in the 
Yankee dialect, in 1348. "Fire¬ 
side IVavels,” including graphic 
papers on Cambridge in old times, 
and the second series of the "Big¬ 
low Papers ” appeared in lHUi. In 
I860 he published *• Under the Wil¬ 
lows, anti other Poems ; M and near 
the close of the same year, " The 
Cathedral,” an epic poem ; in 1870, 
a collected volume of essays, en¬ 
titled “Among my Books;” and 
in 1871, "My Study Windows.” 
"Three Memorial Teems” ap¬ 
peared in 1870 5 and in 1881, a new 
edition of his complete works in 
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5 vols. was issued. In 1855 lie suc¬ 
ceeded Longfellow as Professor of 
Modern Languages and Belles- 
Lettres in Harvard College. The 
degree of D.C.L. was conferred 
upon him in 1878, by the English 
University of Oxford, and that of 
of LL.D. l>y Cambridge in 187*1. 
Prom 1S37 to 1862 he was editor 
of the Atlantic Monthly , and he had 
previously been connected editori¬ 
ally or otherwise with The Pioneer , 
a magazine of high character, the 
Anti-Slavery Standard, Putnam's 
Monthly ; and from 1863 to 1872 
was editor of the North American 
Review. He has also been a lec¬ 
turer before the Lowell Institute, 
in Boston, on the British poets. 
Towards the close of 1871 he was 
olferod tho post of Minister to 
Russia, which ho declined j hut in 
1877 accepted that of Minister to 
Spain ; from which ho was trans¬ 
ferred in Jan. 1880, to that of 
Minister to Great Britain. On the 
change of administration in 1885 he 
resigned this position and returned 
to the United States. The speeches 
which he delivered in this country 
have juBt been republished under 
the title of " Democracy and other 
Addresses” (1887). 

LOWTHER, The Right Hon. 
JameB, M.P., younger son of Sir 
Charles Hugh Lowthor, Bart., by 
Isabella, daughter of the late Rev. 
Robert Morehead, D.D., Rector 
of Easington-cuin-Liverton, York¬ 
shire, was horn at Swillington- 
House, Leeds, in 1840, and edu¬ 
cated at "Westminster School and 
at Trinity College, Cambridge 
(B.A., 1862 j M.A., 18GG), He was 
called to the bar at the Inner 
Temple in 1861. The next year he 
was elected M.P. for York in the 
Conservative interest, and con¬ 
tinued to sit for that city until 

1880, Ho unsuccessfully contested 
East Cumberland in February, 

1881, and in September of the 
same year was elooted member for 
North Lincolnshire, which con¬ 
stituency he represented until Nov. 


1885. He wns Parliamentary Sec¬ 
retary to the Poor Law Board from 
Aug. to Dec*. 18G8, and Under-Soo 
relnry of State for the Colonies 
from Feb. 1871, till Fob. 1878, 
when ho wns appointed Chief Sec¬ 
retary of Ireland, which office he 
held until the resignation of Lord 
BeaconsfieUTs Government in May, 
1880. Ho unsuccessfully contested 
the East Lindsey Division of Lin¬ 
colnshire, Nov. 1885, and was de¬ 
feated in North Cumberland at the 
General Election of 188G. Mr. 
Lowtber is a magistrate and 
deputy-lieutenant for the North 
Riding of York. 

L0YS0N, Charles, formerly known 
as Father Hyacinthe, was horn 
at Orleans in 1827, finished his 
studies at the Academy of Pau, 
and at an early age composed some 
remarkable poetry. In 1835 he 
entered Saint-Sulpico, was ordained 
priest after four years of theologi¬ 
cal Btudy, taught philosophy at 
the great Seminary at Avignon, 
and theology at that of Nantes, 
and officiated in his ecclesiastical 
capacity at St. Sulpiee. Ho after¬ 
wards spent two years in tho con¬ 
vent of the Carmelites at Lyons, 
entered that Order, and attracted 
much attention by his preaching 
at the Lycce of that city. He de¬ 
livered the course of sermons in 
Advent at Bordeaux, a course for 
Lent at Terigueux in 1864, and 
repaired to Paris, whore his Advent 
sermons at the Madeloine and at 
i Notre Dame attracted much atten¬ 
tion (18G5-G9). Gradually, how¬ 
ever, a suspicion grew up that the 
eloquent pulpit orator was not alto¬ 
gether orthodox in his views, and 
in 18G9 M. Louis Veuillot de¬ 
nounced him to the Court of Rome, 
but ho succeeded this time in clear¬ 
ing himself from the charge of 
heresy. In June of the same year, 
however. Father Hyacinthe de¬ 
livered before the International 
League of Peace an address, in 
which he spoke of the Jewish reli¬ 
gion, the Catholic religion, and tho 
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Protestant religion, as being "the 
three great religions of civilized 
peoples.” This expression elicited 
severe censures from the Catholic 
press. The doubt now generally 
entertained as to tho reverend 
father's orthodoxy was changed 
into certainty by his famous letter, 
nddressed on Sept. 20 of the same 
year, to the General of the Bare¬ 
footed Carmelites at Rome, in 
which he protested against the 
" sacrilegious perversion of the 
Gospel/' and went on to say;—“ It 
is iny profound conviction that if 
France in particular and the Latin 
races in general are given up to 
social, moral, and religious anarchy, 
the principal cause is not Catho¬ 
licism itself, but the manner in 
which Catholicism has for a long 
time been understood and prac¬ 
tised.” This manifesto against the 
alleged abuses in the Church 
created intense excitement, not 
only in France, hut throughout 
the civilized world, and the young 
monk was hailed as a powerful 
ally by all the opponents of the 
Papacy. Soon after this Father 
Hyacinthe left France for America, 
landing in New York, Oct. 18,1809, 
Ho was warmly welcomed by the 
leading members of the various 
Protestant sects in the United 
States, but, though he fraternized 
with them to a certain extent, he 
constantly declared that he had no 
intention of quitting the fold of 
the Catholic Church. The Pope, 
after frequent solicitations on the 
subject, at last consented, in Feb. 
18/0, to relieve Father Hyacinthe 
from his monastic vows, and he 
accordingly became a secular priest 
under the title of the Abbe Loyson. 
As was naturally to be expected, 
M. Loyson energetically protested 
against the dogma of the Pope's 
infallibility; and soon after the 
seizure of Pome by Kmg Victor 
Emmanuel's troops, he paid a visit 
to the Eternal City, where he de¬ 
livered a series of discourses. In 
Sept. 1871, he attended the Con¬ 


gress of the w Old Catholics, ” 
at Munich, On Sept. 2 , 1872, 
he was mauled in London, at the 
Marylehonc Registry Office, to 
Emily Jane, daughter of Mr. 
Amory Butterfield, and widow of 
Mr. Edwin Ruth von Meriman, of 
the United States. The late Ur. 
Stanley, Doan of Westminster, uud 
Lady Augusta Stanley, his wife, 
were,present at the marriage. The 
Abbe Loyson was elected cure of 
Geneva, but he resigned this post 
in 1874, on the ground "that the 
spirit which prevailed in the 
Liberal Catholic movement in 
Geneva was neither Liberal in 
politics nor Catholic in religion.” 
A translation by Mrs. Loyson of 
some of her husband's "letters, 
fragments, and discourses,” was 
published at London in 1874, under 
the title of u Catholic Reform,” 
with a preface by the late Dean of 
W estininster. M. Loyson revisito d 
England in June, 1876 ,and delivered 
three lectures on " The Prospects 
of Christendom,” and une on "The 
State Regulation of Vice,” in re¬ 
ference to the Contagious Diseases 
Act. In 1881 he took the school¬ 
room in the Rue d'Anns,previously 
devoted to Radical meetings, and 
it became the " Gallican ” Church 
of Paris. 

LTTARD, The Rev. Henry Riohards, 
D.D., son of the late Henry Luard, 
Esq., horn in 1823, was educated at 
Cheaui and at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where be graduated 
B.A. in 1817, M.A. in 1850, B.D. 
in 1873, and D.D. in 1878, and 
became Fellow and Assistant Tutor 
of his College, 1835-03, Registrar 
of the University in 1802, and Vicar 
of St. MaTy the Great, Cambridge, 
1860-S6. He has written " The 
Life of Porson/' in the "Cam¬ 
bridge Esaajs” for 1857 5 "Cata¬ 
logue of the MSS. in the Cambridge 
University Library ”—the theo¬ 
logical portion, and the general 
index; "Remarks on the Cam¬ 
bridge University Commissioners’ 
New Statutes foy Trinity College,” 
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1838 ; and edited tf Lives of Edward 
the Confessor.” 1858 ; fC Bartho¬ 
lomew de Cotton Historia Angli- 
cama,” 1839; “Eoberti Grosse¬ 
teste Epistolse,” 1801; ” Annales 
Monastici,” in 1801-9, and ^Mat¬ 
thew Paris/' 18/2-S3,in tho Govern¬ 
ment scries of Medieeval Chroni¬ 
cles ; “ Diary of Edward Eeed,” 
1800; " Correspondence of Porson,” 
1867 j " Gratiua ti Cautabrigicnses,” 
1873-81; f 1 ‘ On the Kelationa between 
England and Eome during the 
earlier portion of the Keign of 
Henry III./* 1877. 

LUBBOCK, Sir John, Bart., M.P., 
F.R.S., was born at 29, Eaton 
Place, London, April 30, 1834, 
being the son and heir of Sir John 
William Lubbock, of Mitcham 
Grove, Surrey., and High Elms, 
Bonn, Kent, a gentleman eminent 
as nil astronomer and a mathema¬ 
tician, by his wif o Harriot, daughter 
of Lieut.-Col. George Hotham, of 
York. The baronetcy was created 
in 180G, in favour of the great- 
great-uncle of the present baronet, 
who succeeded to it in 1865, and 
who resides at High Elms, near 
Fumborough, in Kent. From a 
XJrivate school he was transferred 
to Eton. His father, owing to the 
sudden illness of several of his 
partners, took him when but four¬ 
teen years of age, into his bank in 
Lombaid Street, a business with 
which the family has been, con¬ 
nected for several generations. He 
becamo a partner in this establish¬ 
ment in 1856. Among the improve¬ 
ments which ho introduced in hank¬ 
ing aflairs were the fc Country 
Clearing ” and the publication of 
the Clearing-House returns. So 
high was his professional reputation 
that he was chosen Honorary Secre¬ 
tary to the Association of London 
Bankers, tho lirst President of the 
Institute of Bankers, an association 
numbering nearly 2,060 members, 
and nominated by the Crown to 
seive on the International Coinage 
Commission, Ho was also a member 
of the Public School Commission 


and of the Advancement of Science 
Commission. It is, however, by 
his works on the ancient vestiges 
and remains of man that Sir John 
Lubbock lias most distinguished 
himself. He has written f ‘ Pie- 
historic Times, as illustrated by 
Ancient Kemains and the Manners 
and Customs of Modern Savages,” 
1SG5, 4th edit. 1878; “ The Origin 
of Civilization and the Primitive 
Condition of Man,” 1870, which has 
albo passed through four editions, 
and which, like the preceding work, 
has been translated into all the 
principal languages ; ff Tho Origin 
and Metamorphoses of Insects,” 
1874; ff On British Wild Flowers, 
considered ill relation to Insects,” 
1875; f f Monograph of the Thysanura 
and Collembola; ” two volumes of 
Lectures and Addresses; and lastly 
a work on Ants, Bees, and Wasps, 
which in less than a year ran 
through five editions; and nearly 
a hundred separate memoirs on 
zoological, physiological, and ar¬ 
ch Geological subjects in tho Trans¬ 
actions of the Eoyal Society, the 
Society of Antiquaries, the Humean, 
Ethnological, Geological, and Ento¬ 
mological Societies, and the British 
Association. He was chosen as 
President of the British Association 
for the fr Jubilee 99 year (1881), and 
presided over the meeting held at 
York. He is now President of the 
Linnean Society, He has been 
President of tho Ethnological and 
Entomological Societies, and of 
the Anthropological Institute,Vice- 
President of the British Associa¬ 
tion, and of tho Eoyal Society. 
Sir John Lubbock has been twice 
chosen to represent Maidstone 
in Parliament. In Feb. 1870, 
after he had been defeated as a 
Liberal candidate for West Kent 
by only fifty votes, he was triumph¬ 
antly returned for the county ton n, 
an honour which was renowed at 
the general election of 1871; in 
1880, however, he lost hie scat, but 
was immediately returned by the 
University of London, for which he 
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now bits. In the House of Com¬ 
mons he has spoken principally on 
financial and educational subjects. 
He has been so fortunate aa» to suc¬ 
ceed in carrying- no fewer than four¬ 
teen important public measures, 
including the Bank Holidays Act 
(1871), l>y which four now statute 
holidays were added to the two 
previously in existence. Amongst 
the other measures were : the 
Absconding Debtors Bill, the Apo¬ 
thecaries’ Company Medical Act 
Amendment Bill, the University 
of London Medical Act Amend¬ 
ment Bill, the Falsification of 
Accounts Bill (by which, for the 
first time, it became an offence to 
falsify accounts for the purpose of 
fraud), the Bankers' Books Evi¬ 
dence Bill, the College of Surgeons 
Medical Act Bill, the Factory Acta j 
Amendment Bill, and the Bills of 
Exchange Bill, which consolidates 1 
aiul codifies the whole law relating 1 
to hills of exchange, cheques, and 
promissory notes. More recently his 
name has* been associated with the 
Ancient Monuments Bill," which 
has received the sanction of the 
legislature. In 1877 he moved the 
previous question "to Mr. Glad¬ 
stone's famous resolutions on the 
Eastern Question.

i LUCA, His Eminence Antonino 
Saverio de, Cardinal-Bishop ut the 
l Holy Roman Church, wu» born at 
| Bronte, Sicily, Oct. 28, lb05. Ilia 
1 elementary studies were par mod 
| in the Uapizzi College, from which 
he removed to the Archi-epi«eopul 
Seminary of Monreale, where he 
studied rhetoric, metaphysics, 
mathematics, physics, dogmatic 
1 and moral theology, and canon 
law, besides acquiring a knowledge 
of the Greek, Latin, English, 
French, and German languages. 
In 1820, Do Luca went to Koine to 
! complete his studies, and in 1830 
published his first esmy in litei ti- 
ture. In 1833 he was appointed 
secretary to Cardinal Weld, and 
retained that office till the Cardi¬ 
nal's death in 1837. From 1833 to 
1813 he was editor of the Annate 
delle Snenne Religiose. In Jan., 
1810, Mgr. de Luca accompanied 
to Paris Mgr. Bartoluineo Pacta 
(afterwards* a Cardinal), who was 
sent as Ablegate Apostolic to 
present the Caidinal's hat to the 
Bishop of Arras, Mgr. De la Tour 
■ d'Auvergne. On this occasion Mgr. 

[ De Luca received signnl marks of 
esteem from Louis Philippe, and 
| formed the acquaintance of the 
I most remarkable men in the de¬ 
partments oi science *md literature. 

| Cousin, Minister of Public Instruc¬ 
tion, made him by diploma Mem¬ 
ber of the Institute for Historical 
1 Correspondence. De Luca became 
in Rome ft member of the Aecaclcinia 
Tiberina, of the Arcadia, and of 
the Avchceological Academy, He 
was made Censor of the Academia 
of the Catholic Religion, and he 
took part in the revival of the 
Accademia Liturgica, which was 
founded by Benedict XIV., but 
had fallen into decay by reason 
of the revolution, The Catholic 
University of Louvain conferred 
upon De Luca, and upon the cele¬ 
brated Father Lacordaire, in 1810, 
the Jama ad honorem in Sacred 
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Theology. Pope Gregory XVI. 
appointed Do Luca to be Consultov 
of the Congregations of the Index 
and the Propaganda, and nominated 
him also an honorary Professor in 
the Roman University, Director of 
the Polyglot Press in the Propa¬ 
ganda, Vice-President of the Ponti- 
ficul Academy of Noble Eccle¬ 
siastics, and Cameriere Segreto 
Soprammierario at the Vatican 
Court, In the Consistory of No v. 21, 
1843, Mgr. De Luca was promoted 
by Grogory XVI. to bo Bishop of 
A versa, near Naples, and be re¬ 
ceived episcopal consecration on 
Dec. 8 following from Cardinal 
Fransoni. In 1S53 ho was advanced 
to the Archbishopric of Tarsus, i.p. 
i.y and was sent as Apostolic Nuncio 
to the Court of Bavaria, whore lie 
remained from May, 1831«, till Oct., 
183(5. From Bavaria he was trans¬ 
ferred to a still more important 
office, that, namely, of Nuncio to 
tl\c Rlmpesc* of Austria, to whom 
ho presented his credentials, dated 
Nov. 1, 185G. The new Nuncio 
had a difficult task to accomplish. 
In Aug., 1835, a Concordat had 
been concluded between the Em- 

J )oror and the Pope, but by recent 
aws passed by Francis Joseph II. 
the jurisdiction, rights, properties, 
and privileges of the Church had 
been injuriously affected. It was 
the endeavour of the Nuncio to 
bring back everything to a state 
conformable to the tenor of the 
Concordat, and especially to restoro 
the jurisdiction of the ecclesiastical 
tribunals of the Archbishops and 
Bishops of the Austrian Empire, 
and to regulate all appeals accord¬ 
ing to the rules of the canon law. 
Cases affecting ecclesiastical per¬ 
sons and properties, and matri¬ 
monial causes, were restored to the 
sole jurisdiction of the ecclesiastical 
courts. In 1838 Mgr. De Luca 
executed a special charge com¬ 
mitted to Irim by the Sovereign 
Pontiff, and went on a delegation 
to the orthodox Roumanians in 
Hungary and Transylvania. Phis 


IX. created Mgr. Do Luca a Cardi¬ 
nal in the consistory of March 1G, 
1863, and ho received the beretta 
from the Emperor of Austria on 
May 13 following, and was also 
decorated with the Grand Cross of 
Si, Stephen of Hungary. Cardinal 
De Luca, as Pro-Nuncio, repre¬ 
sented the Holy See at Vienna till 
Sept. 10, 1863. Returning to Rome 
at the end of that month, he re¬ 
ceived the hat from the hands of 
Pius IX., and the presbyteral title 
of the church of SS. Quattro Ooro- 
iinti. At the end of the year he 
became Prefect of the Congregation 
of tlie Index. In the Vatican 
Council Cardinal do Luca was 
second in order of seniority of the 
five Presidents of the Council, and 
I was in constant communication 
with the Austrian, Bavarian, 
French, and Italian bishops. In 
the consistory of July 13, 1878, he 
was declared Bishop of Palestrina, 
and Vme-Chaucellor of the Holy 
Roman Church, and Sommista of 
Apostolic Letters. On the same 
clay the Cardinal received U com- 
mendam the church of S. Lorenzo 
in Damaso. 

LUCAN (Earl of), The Right Hon. 
George Charles Bingham, G.C.B., 
elder son of the second carl, whom 
he succeeded Juno 30, 1839, born 
April IG, 1800, was educated at 
I Westminster, entered the army at 
the usual age, and served as a 
volunteer with the Rrissian army 
under Gen. Diebitschin the Turkish 
campaign in 1828. He was one of 
the representatives of the county of 
Mayo, in the Conservative interest, 
from 182G till 1830, and was chosen 
one of the Representative Peers for 
Ireland in 1810. He served in the 
Crimea in 1854-5, in command of a 
division of cavalry, and took part 
in the battles of the Alina, 8ept. 20, 
Balaklava, Oct. 25, and Inkermann, 
Nov. 5,1851. Owing to some mis¬ 
apprehension of Lord Raglan's 
orders, that heroic but fatal charge 
of the Light Brigade in which so 
many lives were lost was made in the 
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battle of Balaklava. Lord Lucan, 
who was colonel of the Sfch Hussars 
till Feb. 22,1SG3, when he became 
Colonel of the 1st regiment of Life 
Guards, was made a Lieutenant- 
General in 1833, and General 
Aug. 2% lSGu ; was nominated a 
K.C.B. for his Crimean services, 
and G.G.li. in 1SG9 ; is Commander 
of the Legion of Honour, Knight 
first-class of the Medjidie, and a 
Knight, second-class, of SI. Anne 
of Russia. 

LUCAS, Seymour, A.R.A., was 
born in London on December 21st, 
1810. Leaving oihool fit the age 
of fifteen, he spent three months 
in the studio ol a sculptor, and a 
further term of nine months with 
Germ’d Robinson, the wood-carver, 
from whom he received his first 
notions of composition. Ilia uncle, 
John Lucas, the painter, then arti¬ 
cle* l him to hid son, John Temple¬ 
ton Lucas, who was to teach liim 
the art of painting. During the 
term of his apprenticeship Hr. 
Luclu attended the evening dashes 
of the St. Martin's School of Art, 
in connection with South Ken- ing- 
ton j and in 1S71 he became a 
student of the Royal Academy, ex¬ 
hibiting his first picture there in 
1872, It was not until 1873, how¬ 
ever, that Mi\ Lucas contributed to 
the annual exhibition at Burling¬ 
ton House a work of any marie ; 
this was entitled '■ By Hook or 
Crook.” The following year he 
sent two pictures, ,l Fleeced," and 
” For the King and the Cause j ** 
and in 1877, “ Intercepted De¬ 
spatches.” " An Ambuscade, Edge 
Hill,” appeared in 1878. The tech¬ 
nical excellence of all this artist’s 
work is of a high order, and is 
especially noticeable in " The 
Gordon Riots,” which was exhibited 
in 1870. In 1877 he was elected 
full member of the Institute of 
Painters in "Water Colours, and in 
18SG was elected A.R.A. His 
recent works are “The Armada 
in Sight,” 1880 ; u Charles before

LUCY, Henry W., born at Crosby, 
near Liverpool, Dec. o , IS 13 ; was 
apprenticed to a Liverpool mer¬ 
chant; joined the-duff of tliofi/ifViM- 
bvry Cltromrti i» as chief reporter in 
1SG i; in 1SG9 went to ParLto attend 
lectures at the Sorbonne; in Jan. 
1870, returned to London to join 
the staff of the morning edition of 
the Pall MaH Gazette; and in Oct, 
1870, joined the Daily News as 
special correspondent, chief of the 
Gallery Staff and writer of the Par¬ 
liamentary Summary. Mr. Lucy is 
tilt' author of “ A Handbook of Par¬ 
liamentary Procedure j ” and " Men 
and Manners in Parliament.” Ho 
is a frequent contributor tu London 
and American periodical literature. 
In 1832 his first novel, *' Gideon 
Fleyee,” was published. In the 
autumn oi 1883 he made a journey 
round the world, visiting the 
United States, Japan, and India. 
He wrote an aceouut of the jour¬ 
ney in a beries of Letters winch 
first appeared in the Daily News 
and the Ntiv York Tribunt , and 
were subsequently pul dished in 
book form under the title “ East 
by "West.” In ISSo the first 
volume of his " Diary of Two Par¬ 
liaments” was published simul¬ 
taneously in this country, the 
United Slates, and Australia. The 
second and concluding volume ap¬ 
peared in 18SG. On the death of 
Mr. Tom Taylor, who, in succession 
to Mr. Shirley Brooks, hod written 
the "Essence of Parliament” for 
Punch , Mr. Lucy was invited to 
continue the werk. This he did in 
a new style, now familiar as " The 
Diary of Toby, M.P ” In 1878 his 
letters to the Daily News, de¬ 
scribing the condition of the people 
in South Wales owing to the strike, 
resulted in a public subscription, 
which in course of three weeks 
amounted to over 410,001) in cash, 
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in addition to many gifts in land. 
With a portion of the money the 
rector of Merthyr was enabled to 
feed daily for seventeen weeks 
5,000 children. In January, 1S8G, 
Mr. Luoy accepted the editorship 
of the Daily News. 

LTJGARD,iGeneral, The Eight Hon. 
Sir Edward, G.C.B., son of Capt. 
John Lugard, bom at Chelsea in 
IS 10, was educated at the Military 
College, Sandhurst, and liaving en¬ 
tered the army in 182S, proceeded 
to India, where ho served with dis¬ 
tinction for many years. During 
the Afghan war oi 1812, ho was 
Brigude-Major to the fourth Bri¬ 
gade ; and during the Sikli war of 
1815-0, Assisi ant Adjutant-General 
of the first division. Throughout 
the Punjaub campaigns of 1818-0, 
lie w,i& Adjutant-General to the 
Queen's foices, for which services 
lie was made a C.B. aud Aide-de- 
Camp to the Queen. He was made 
K.C.B. for his services as chief of 
the staff in the Persian expedition 
of 1850-7, and was appointed Adju¬ 
tant-General in India at the close 
of 1857. At the capture of Luck¬ 
now, and the subsequent operations 
against the rebels, he commanded, 
as JBrigadicr-General, the second 
division of infantry, and for his 
distinguished services on these oc¬ 
casions was specially promoted to 
the rank of Major-General in 185S. 
He received the colonelcy of the 
Jilst Hoot, June 1, IS02, was made 
Lieutenant-General Jan. 12, 1SG5, 
and G.C.B. in 1867 ; was appointed 
Secretary for Military Correspond¬ 
ence in the War Department in Feb. 
1850, and permanent Under-Secre¬ 
tary of War in May, 18G1. He 
resigned the latter office in Nov. 
1H/1, on being appointed President 
of the Army Purchase Commission. 
This latter office he rc&igne d in April, 
1880. He was sworn of the Privy 
Council Nov. 3,1871* He attained 1 
the rank of General in Nov. 1872. j 

ITDTTP0I/D, Prince Charles Joseph | 
William, Regent of Bavaria, was 
bom at Wurzburg, March 12,1821. 


1 Ho is General, and Inspector* 
j General of the Bavarian Army, 
Chief of the Regiment of Bavarian 
Artillery, and proprietor of the 
first regiment of Austrian Artillery. 
He married April 15, 1814, the 
Princess Augusta, Archduchess of 
Austria. On the death of Louis II. 
King of Bavaria in June, 1886, lie 
was appointed Regent on account 
of tho mental derangement of 
Prince Otto, the succeeding titular 
king.' 

LITKIB, The Rev. William Col- 
lings, M.A., F.S.A., born in 1817, 
was educated at Trinity Collogo, 
Cambridge, whore he graduated in 
honours in 1810; lie has been succes¬ 
sively incumbent of East Grafton, 
Vicar of Great Bedwin, and Rector 
of Oollingboume Duels, in Wilts, 
and Rural Dean of the Deanery of 
Marlborough, and is Rector of 
Wath-juxta-Ripon, Yorkshiie, and 
late Rural Dean of the Deanery of 
Catteriok East. Mr. Lukis is a 
Fellow of the Royal Society of 
Northern Antiquaries at Copen¬ 
hagen, Hon. Member of the SociiHc 
Archcologique de Nantes, and of 
the Societo Polymathique du Mor- 
bilian, Brittany, one of the Secre¬ 
taries of the York Architectural So¬ 
ciety, and was for some time one of 
the general secretaries of the Wilts 
Archaeological and Natural History 
Society. He is the author of 
“ Specimens of Ancient Chnrcli 
Plate,” 1815; "An Account 
of Church Bells and Bell Foun¬ 
dries,” 1857; " Danish Crom¬ 

lechs and Burial Customs compared 
with those of Brittany, Great 
Britain, Ac.;” "On Flint Imple¬ 
ments and Tumuli in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of Wath” "Notes on 
Barrow-digging in Wilts,” " Sur 
la Denomination des Dolmens oil 
Cromlechs,” " Rapport sur im 
Tumulus do l'Age de Bronze au 
Roeher, Plougoiuuelen,” “The 
Stone Avenues of Carna e,' 9 "Brit¬ 
tany Sepulchral Chambers,” “Rude 
Stone Monuments, and the errors 
commonly entertained respecting 
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their construction,” 1875j and is 
editor of tlie Stukeley Diaries, 
Loiters, &c., vol. i., for the Surtees 
Society, 1882. 

LTJMBY, Tho Ilev. Joseph Rawson, 
D.D., bom at Stanningley, in York¬ 
shire, was educated at the Leeds 
Grammar School, entered as a 
scholar at Magdalene College, 
Cambridge, in 1^5 f; and took his 
degree in tlio l&t Class of the Clas¬ 
sical Tripos in 185S. He was elected 
a Follow of Magdalene Collego in 
lh5S, obtained the Crow Divinity 
Scholarship and tho Tynvhiti 
Hebrew Scholarship, and was also 
for some time i*la»icnl lecturer at 
MagduWe College and at Queen's 
College. Ho has been subsequently 
elected Fellow of St. Catharine’s 
College. Dr. Lumby was one of 
the fonnders of the Early English 
Text Society, for ’which lie has 
edited several works : u King 
Horn,” “ Ratie Having/* and 
“ Florid and Blamichefkmr.” He 
is ono of the editors nf tlie historic 
documents published by Govern¬ 
ment under the superintendence of 
the Master of the Rolls. The Oth 
volume of Higden’s Tolychronieon 
lias recently appeared under his 
editorship. He has published 
several works for the Pitt Press, 
as "Bacon’s Life of Henry YU.” 

" More’s Utopia,” " Morc*s Life of 
Richard III./’ and, in conjunction 
with Professor Mayor, he has pub¬ 
lished Books III. and IV. of 
" Beda’s Ecclesiastical History.” 
He has also written a " History of 
tho Creeds,” and a small work on 
"Greek Learning in the Western 
Church during the Seventh and 
Eighth Centuries.”

, a writer in the new edition of the 
t " Encyclopedia Britannica j” and 
has published many articles in the 
, Expositor and other journals. He 
■ ii also a member of the Old Testa- 
i ment Company for tlie Revision 
of the Authorised Version of the 
Bible. Dr. Luinby has also been 
on many occasions Select I J reacher 
before the University, and is Exa¬ 
mining Cliaplain to the Archbishop 
of York. 

LTJMLEY, Sir John Savile, 
K.C.B., son of John, eighth Earl 
of Scarborough, was bom in 1S25. 
He entered tho Foreign Oifi.ee as a 
supernumerary clerk in tho Libra¬ 
rian’s deportment in 18X1, but was 
permitted to accompany the Into 
Earl of Westmoreland to Berlin as 
private secretary and attache in tlio 
autumn of that year. In 1812 he 
was appointed Attache at Berlin, 
and ■was subsequently transferred 
to St. Petersburg, where he acted 
as paid Attache. In 1851 he uas 
nominated Secretary of Legation 
at Wa&hingtou, and in tlio follow¬ 
ing year he was Charge d’Afiuircs 
and also employed on special ser¬ 
vice at Hew York. ()n the departure 
of Mr. (now Sir John) Crampton, 
in May, 185G, Mr. Lumley was left 
in charge of the archives, and in 
February, 1858, he was transferred 
to Madrid, where he acted for a 
short time as Charge d’Affaires. 
He was employed on special service 
in the Basque Provinces in 1858, 
and was transferred to St. Peters¬ 
burg in tho following year. On 
leaving Madrid he presented the 
National Gallery with a remark¬ 
able picture by Velasquez. In 
1 SG0 he was appointed Secretary 
of Embassy at Constantinople, but 
the close of the same year saw him 
hack in St. Petersburg, where he 
was Charge d’AJLurea in I8G2, 
1801, and again in 1SG5. In 18G6 
he was elected an Associate of the 
Imperial Russian Academy of Fine 
Arts, and in the same year he was 
promoted to be Envoy Extraor- 
X X 
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dinary and Minister Plenipoten¬ 
tiary to the .King of Saxony. In 
August, 1867, he was appointed, in 
the some capacity, to the Swiss 
Confederation, but was transferred 
to Brussels in Oct. 1868. He was 
appointed by the Queen to repre¬ 
sent her Majesty at the funeral of 
His Royal Highness the Duke of 
Brabant in Jan. 1809. He was 
nominated a companion of the 
Order of the Bath in 1873, and was 
offered by the King of the Belgians 
the Grand Cross of the Order of 
Leopold, which, in consequence of 
existing regulations, he was unable 
to accept. In Oct. 1878, he was 
nominated a Knight Commander 
of the Order of the Bath. He was 
appointed Ambassador Extraordi¬ 
nary nnd Plenipotentiary to the 
King of Italy in Sept-1883. 

LVMSDEN, Major-General Sir 
Peter Slark, G.C.B., C.S.I., son of 
the late Colonel Thomas Lumsden, 
C.B., was born at Aberdeen in 1S29. 
He entered the Indian Army in 
1847, and has risen to liis present 
rank by constant and active ser¬ 
vice, principally on the North- 
West frontier of India. In 1857 
he was employed in a difficult mis¬ 
sion to Afghanistan, at tho crisis 
of the Indian Mutiny, and dis¬ 
charged his arduous and perilous 
duties with infinite credit. He ac¬ 
companied the expedition to China 
in I860, and was present in all the 
actions there, including the assault 
and capture of the Takes forts. He 
was Adjutant-General to the Com- 
mander-m-Chief. Sir F. P. Haines, 
during tho last Afghan War, and 
was appointed Commissioner for 
the demarcation of the North- 
Western Boundary of Afghanistan, 
July 1G, 188 k After the Penjdeh 
" incident/ 1 Sir Peter Lumsden re¬ 
turned home to report on the state 
of things to the British Govern¬ 
ment, and his place was taken by 
Colonel (now Sir West) Kidgway. 
Sir Peter Lumsden is a member of 
the Council of India, and was made 
* G.C.B., July 3,1835. 


LYALL, Sir Alfred Comyns, 
K.C.B., son of the Rev. Alfred 
Lyall,was bom at Coulston, Surrey, 
in 1835, and educated at Eton. He 
was appointed Home Secretary in 
India in 1873 ; Foreign Secretary 
in 1878 j and Lieutenant-Govornor 
of the North-West Provinces in 
1882, having in the previous year 
been created a K.C.B. He was 
formerly Secretary to the Order of 
the Star of India, and the Order 
of the Indian Empire. Sir Alfred 
Lyall, who is no less distinguished 
in literature than in the public 
service, is the author of "Asiatic 
Studies, Religious and Social/' 
1882. 

LYNE, The Rev. Joseph Leycester, 
called “ Father Ignatius,” was 
bom Nov. 23, 1837, at Trinity 
Square, by the Tower of London, 
educated at St. Paul's School, Lon¬ 
don, then by Rov. G, N. Wright, 
at Ayscough Free Hall, Spalding, 
Lincoln, and Britannia House, 
Worcester; next at Trinity Col¬ 
lege, Glenalmond, Perth. He was 
ordained in 1860, to tho curacy of 
St. Peter’s, Plymouth; and was 
then Mission Curate to the late Mr. 
Lowder at St. George’s in the East, 
but left him to begin tho attempt 
of restoring monastioism in the 
Church of England, in 1SG2. He 
began at Claydon by Ipswich, and 
moved to Norwich, Jan. 30, 1863. 
Next he moved to the Isle of 
Wight, to a house of Dr. Pusey’s, 
at Ohale, then to Laleham, Chert- 
sey, for three years, and finally he 
purchased land among the Black 
mountains, and huilt Llanthony 
Abbey, five miles beyond old 
ruined Llanthony Priory. He is 
the author of many published ser¬ 
mons, poems, hymns; the u Tales 
of Llanthony j 9 * " Brother Pla- 
oidus i** "Leonard Moms ; ” and 
"Tales of the Monastery.” He 
is the composer of many pieces of 
Sacred Music, 1860-82; also editor 
of "Llanthony Monastery Tracts ” 
There is a Priory of Nuns attached 
to the Church, as well as an Abbey 
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for Monks, after the example of 
many of the old double Monasteries 
of the Saxon Church, The monks 
claim to follow the ancient rule of 
St. Benedict, and tiso the Benedic¬ 
tine Breviary for Choir Office and 
the Sarum Missal of the ante-Re- 
formation Church of England. 
They wear the old English Bene¬ 
dictine dress. Mr. Lyne’s monastic 
name is “ Ignatms of Jesus.” 

L^ONS (Viscounty The Bight 
Hon, Bichard Biokerton Pemell 
Lyons, G.O.B., G.C.M.G., only 

surviving son of the first Lord 
Lyoiw (who commanded the British 
fleet in the Black yea in 1855-6), 
was bom at Lywington, April 2d, 
1817, and succeeded to his father’s 
title Nov. 2d, 18OS. Having been 
educated at Winchester and Christ 
Church, Oxford, he was appointed 
unpaid Attuclic at Athens in 1830, 
and paid Attache in 1.84 J, at Dres¬ 
den in 1852, ut Florence (residing 
at Borne) in 1853, Secretary of Le¬ 
gation there (reoiding at Borne) in 
1856, and Envoy to Tuscany in 
185S, He was accredited as Envoy 
Extraordinary to the United States 
in Dec. 1858, returned to England 
on account of ill health in Feb. 
1865, was appointed Ambassador at 
Constantinople in Aug, 18G3, and 
was transferred to Paris in July, 
1867- That post he has held un¬ 
interruptedly till the present time 
(1886). He was made a K.C.B. in 
1360, a tf.O.B. in 1862 ; was sworn 
of the Privy Council, March 0, 
18G5; and made an honorary D.C.L. 
at Oxford, June 21,1865. In Nov. 
1831, he was created Viscount 
Lyons, of Christ Church, in the 
county of Southampton. 

LYSONS, General Sir Daniel, 
K.C.B.,son of the late Bev. Daniel 
Lysons, M.A., F.R.S.,of Hemp&ted 
Court, Gloucestershire (well known 
as an antiquary and a topographer), 
by his secondwife Josopha Catherine 
Susanna, daughter of John Gilbert 
Cooper, Esq., of Thurgarton Priory, 
Nottinghamshire, was bom at 
Rodmarton, Gloucestershire, in j 


181G, and educated at Shrewsbury 
School. Entering the army as en¬ 
sign in the 1st Boyals in 1831, he 
served through the Canadian 
rebellion (183S-39), including the 
actions of St. Denis and St. Eus- 
taclie. He was Deputy Assistant 
Quartermaster General from 183S 
to 18 Jl. Afterwards he was pro¬ 
moted to a captaincy in tho 3rd 
West India Regiment, and in IS 11* 
he was transferred to tho 22nd 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers. He was 
Brigade Major at Barbadoe3 from 
IS 11 to 1817. In 1819 he was ap¬ 
pointed Town Majorat Portsmouth. 
He served throughout the Crimean 
War (1851-5), was present at tho 
battles of the Alma and Inkermann, 
at tho affairs of Bulganac and 
McKenzie’s Farm, the capture of 
Balaklava, and throughout tho 
siege of Sebastopol; he led the 
main column of attack on the Redan 
by the Light Division on June IS, 

| and commanded a brigade in the 
; latter part of the action; he was 
j engaged in the final assault on the 
i Redan on Sept. 8, when he was 
severely wounded; and he com¬ 
manded the second Brigade, Light 
Division, from Oct. 1855, to the 
end of the war. In 1857 he ex¬ 
changed to the 25th King’s Own 
Borderers. He was appointed As¬ 
sistant Adjutant-General to the 
Inspector-General of Infantry in 
Nov. 1R57. In Dee. 1801, he was 
sent out to organise the militia of 
Canada at tho Trent affair. He 
was Deputy Quartermaster-General 
in Canada from 1302 to 1867; was 
appointed to the command of a 
brigade at Malta in 186S, and to a 
brigade at Aldershot in 1869. From 
1872 to 1874 he was in command of 
the Northern district of England, 
and in 1876 he was appointed 
Quartermaster - General of the 
forces. He was created a Knight 
Commander of the Order of the 
Bath in 1877, and attained the rank 
of General in 1879. In July, 1880, 
he assumed command of the troops 
at Aldershot, in succession to 
x x 2 
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General 8 ir Thomas Steele, K.C.B,, 
whose term of office had expired. 
Sir D. Lysons has received the 
Crimean medal with three claspa; 
also the Turkish and Sardinian 
medals. 

LYTTON (Earl of), The Right 
Hon. Edward Robert Bulwer-Lytton, 
G.C.B., G.C.S.I.,poet and diploma* 
tist, only son of tho celebrated 
novelist, poet, dramatist, orator, 
oud statesman, was horn Nov. 18, 
1831. Xte was educated first at 
Harrow, and under private tutors, 
and afterwards at Bonn, where 
he devoted himself especially to 
the study of modern languages. 
When nearly eighteen years of ago 
he entered the diplomatic service 
of the Crown, being appointed 
Oct. 12 j 1819, Attache at "Washing¬ 
ton, where his uncle, Sir Henry 
Bulwer, afterwards Lord Balling 
and Bulwer, was minister. To 
Sir Honry ho acted at the time 
as private secretary. On Feb. 5, 
1852, he was transferred as Attache 
to Florence, and on Aug. 12 , 1851, 
was removed to the Embassy at 
Paris, lie wns thence promoted, 
shortly after the peace of 1856, to 
he pa id Attache at the Hague. Two 
years afterwards, on April 1, 1858, 
lie was appointed firfet paid Attache 
at St. Petersburg, and a little more 
than two months later, was gazetted 
first paid Attach 6 at Constanti¬ 
nople. From that Embassy he was, 
on Jan. G, 1859, transferred to the 
one at Vienna. He was on Oct. 1, 

1802, gazetted second secretary in 
Her Majesty's diplomatic service, 
being employed in that capacity at 
Vienna. Shortly afterwards he 
was promoted on Jan. 0 , 1803, to 
be Secretary of Legation at Copen¬ 
hagen, There, during two inter¬ 
vals, from Feb. 27 to March 18, 

1803, and again from April 14 to 
May 24, 1804, he held the position 
of Charge d* Affaires. A week before 
the date last mentioned (on May 18, 
1864), he was gazetted as Secretary 
of Legation at Athens, whence, on 
April 21 j 1805, he was transferred 


to Lisbon. Upon three several oc¬ 
casions ho there also discharged tho 
office of Charge tV Affaires, from May 
30 to Oct. 18(35, from April 29 to 
Nov. 18, lhCG, and from Sept. 11, 
1807, to March 19, 1868. In little 
more than a month from the last 
named date, on Feb. 29,18G8, when 
lie successfully concluded the nego¬ 
tiation of a Commercial Treaty be¬ 
tween Great Britain and Portugal, 
he was transferred to Madrid. Six 
months later ho was promoted to 
the Secretaryship of Embassy at 
Vienna. There he aetod once more 
from Oct. 30 to Dec. 29, 1860, as 
Chargo d*AJTaires, and was thence 
transferred on Oct. 5, 1872, as 
Secretary of Embassy to Paris. 
Three months afterwards (January 
18,1873), upon his father's death, 
he succeeded to the title as the 
second Baron Lytton. Twice during 
that same year, from April 13 to 
May 17, and again from Sept. 11 to 
Oct. 22, he acted at Paris as Charge 
d*Affaires, and to tho close of his 
career in the French cnj>ital us 
Secretary of Embassy, he was 
always, during the absence of tho 
ambassador, accredited there as 
Minister Plenipotentiary. His lord- 
ship, having previously declined the 
Governorship of Madras, was ap¬ 
pointed Her Britannic Majesty's 
Ambassador at Lisbon in the De¬ 
cember of 187 J ; and, after occupy¬ 
ing that post for a year, was sud¬ 
denly informed by telegram, in the 
January of 1870, of his nomina¬ 
tion by Mi*. Disraeli as Viceroy 
of India. Hastening to London 
to complete his arrangements for 
assuming this high office, his Ex¬ 
cellency, on the 1st of March, 
took his departure for Hindostan. 
Midway on the journey Lord Lytton 
met by pre-arrangement in Egypt 
H.R.H. tho Prince of Wales, then 
on his way home from his tour 
through India. Immediately on his 
arrival at Calcutta, his Excellency 
was sworn in as Governor-General 
and Viceroy on the 12 th April, 
1876 5 and on the 1st Jan., 1877,* 
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suiTounded "by all the princes of 
Hindustan, presided at the gorgeous 
ceremonial which marked on the 
plains of Delhi the Proclamation of 
Iler Majesty Queen Victoria ns 
Empress of India. In Di c. 1877, 
the Queen conferred upon him the 
honour of the Grand Uro^s of the 
civil division of the Order of the 
Path. On the 12th of December, 
1870, an attempt was made to 
assassinate Lord Lytton, happily 
without any ill effect whatever. 
The principal event of Lord 
Lytton’s Viceroyalty was the 
Afglum War. On the 2htli of 
April, 1880, he was raised to the 
dignity of an earl doru, being created 
Earl of Lyttou, of Lytton in the 
county of Derby, and Viscount 
Knebworth of Knebuorth, in the 
county of Herts. Lord Lytton had 
previously given in lib i e bignat ion 
ns Viceroy of India, the Earl of 
Boacunsfield placing it in the 
hands of Her Majesty simultane¬ 
ously with his own resignation, in 
the April ut 1880 ,ot the Premiership. 
Lord Lytton has published (chiefly 
under the assumed name of Owen 
Meredith), a number u£ volumes in 
prose and verse, amongbt which 
are " Clytemnostrn and other 
Poems,” 1833; "Lucile,” 1860; 
” Tannhauser, or the Battle of the 
Bards,” 1861 ; and “ The King of 
Amasis,” 1863. In 1871 appeared 
in two vols., his ,f Fables in Song,” 
and also in two vols., the " Speeches 
of Edward Lord Lytton, with some 
of his Political Writings, hitherto 
unpublished, and a Prefatory Me¬ 
moir by his Son.” In 1883, Lord 
Lytton published two volumes of 
"The Life, Letters, and Litoiary 
Remains of Edward Buhver, Lord 
Lytton,” and in 1883 the poem 
of “ Glenavcril,” in 6 books and 
2 vols. The Earl of Lytton 
married, Oct. 4,1801, Edith,second 
daughter of the Hon. Edward Vil- 
liers, and niece of the late Earl of 
Clarendon.

MACALISTER, Alexander, F.E.S., 
son of Robert Macalistcr, Esq., 
was bom in Dublin, 1811, and 
educated at Trinity College, Dub¬ 
lin. Ho became L.Ii.C.S. in 1S01, 
L.B.C.P,, 1862, and M.A. and M.D. 
of the Universities of Dublin and 
Cambridge. In I860 he was ap¬ 
pointed Professor of Zoology in 
Dublin University and of Anatomy- 
in 1872. In 1883 ho accepted the 
Professorship of Anatomy at Cam¬ 
bridge, and he was elected Fellow 
of St. John’s College. He is F.R.S. 
and member of tlio Senate of the 
Royal University of Ireland, and 
has published "Introduction to 
Animal Morphology,” 1876, "Mor¬ 
phology of Vertebrate Animals,” 
1878. 

MACAULAY, JAMES, M.A.,M.D,, 
wa» born at Edinburgh, May 22, 
1817. His early education was re¬ 
ceived at the Edinburgh Academy. 
In 18 JO he entoied the Uni versify 
ot Edinbuigli, where lie took de¬ 
grees in arts and in medicine, 
attending also the classes in theo¬ 
logy, Alter graduating in 1811, 
Dr. Macaulay studied in Paris, and 
travelled in Italy and Spain. In 
1831 he became joint editor of the 
Literal y Qcixebtc, on the retirement 
of William Jordan, and retained 
the appointment till 1857. In the 
following year he became editor of 
the Leisure Hour, and the Sunday 
at Home. From the Leisure Hour 
office was issued a few years ago. 
The Hoy's Own Paper, which was 
&tai‘ted in order to take the place 
of the pernicious weekly literature 
which had previously boon pro¬ 
vided; and was followed by The 
Girl's Own Paper. Botli vere 
started l>y Dr, Macaulay as editor. 
In addition to editing and freely 
contributing to his magazines he 
has found time to write a number 
of books, some of these specially for 
boys, such as " Stirring Stories of 
Pence and War,” and <f True Tales 
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of Travel anil Adventure, Valour, 
and. Virtue/' Hr. Macaulay is the 
author of "The Truth about Ire¬ 
land, w containing the result of 
personal observations during re¬ 
pealed visits tt» the country. It 
■was the means of directing a good 
deal of attention to the condition 
of tho Irish people. One of his 
host works is " Sea Pictures/’ 
furnishing an account of the poetry, 
liistory, and physical geography of 
the sea. He has oIbo published 
hooks on Luther, Dr. Johnson, and 
General Gordon. 

MACBETH, Robert William, 
A.R.Asecond son of Mr. Norman 
Macbeth, the Scotch portrait- 
painter, was bom in 1818. He first 
exhibited at the Koyal Academy 
in 1873, a picture called " Sunshine 
and Shade/' and has been an ex¬ 
hibitor ever since. He attracted 
general attention in 1S7G by his 
" Lincolnshire Gang/' a number of 
little children working in the 
field under a gang-mubter. Another 
picture which drew much attention 
was his " Flood in the Fens/' ex¬ 
hibited in 1880 at the Grosvenor 
Gallery. " Sheep-Shearing/' exhi¬ 
bited in 1883 in that Gallery, 
well maintained his reputation. 
Mr. Macbeth is on excellent etcher, 
and has achieved a very remark¬ 
able success by his plates after 
Frederick Walker, G. J, Pinwell, 
and George Mason, especially " The 
Harbour of Refuge/' and " Marlow 
Ferry}" "The Elixir of Love/* 
and " The Pied Piper ” (2 plates) } 
"The Harvest Moon," and "The 
End of the Day.” He is also a 
member of the Institute of Painters 
in Water-Colours. He was elected 
an Associate of the Royal Academy, 
Jan. 30,1888. 

MCCARTHY, Justin, M.F., was 
bom at Cork in Nov. 1830. After 
receiving a liberal education there, 
he became attached to the staff of 
a Liverpool paper in 1853. He 
entered the Reporters' Gallery of 
the House of Commons in 18G0 for 
the Morning Star, became foreign 


editor of that paper tho following 
autumn, and chief editor in 18G1; 
he resigned the latter post in 18GS, 
and travelled through the United 
Slates for nearly throe years, visit¬ 
ing thirty-five of the tliirty-sevon 
States. Mr. McCarthy has contri¬ 
buted to the London Review, the 
Westminster Review, the Fort nig fitly 
Review, the Nineteenth Cent nry, the 
Contemporary Review , to several 
English magazines, and to many 
American periodicals. He is the 
author of "The Watcrdale Neigh¬ 
bours/* 1867 ; " My Enemy's 

Daughter,” 1869 j "Lady Judith,” 
1871 i * f A Fair Saxon,” 1873 ,* 
"Linley Rochford,” 1874 j "Dear 
Lady Disdain/* 1875 j “Miss Misan¬ 
thrope/* 1877 s ff Donna Quixote,” 
1879; "The Comet of a Season/* 
1881; "Maid of Athens/* 1883} 
" Gondola/* 1885 (novels); of "Con 
Amore/* a volume of critical essays j 
and "Prohibitory Legislation in 
tbe United States/* an account of 
the working of the Liquor Laws, in 
Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Iowa, and other States of the Union. 
Mr. McCarthy's most important 
work is "A History of Our Own 
Times” (1878-80), being an ac¬ 
count of what happened in these 
countries from the accession of 
Queen Victoria to the general elec¬ 
tion of 1880. He has published 
the first volume of a " History of 
the Four Georges.** He has also 
written a short history of "The 
Epoch of Reform/* the period be¬ 
tween 1830 and 1850, published in 
1882. Mr. McCarthy is a political 
writer for one of tho London 
daily papers. He was elected to 
Parliament as member for the 
county of Longford, Ireland, in 
March, 1879, and was re-elected 
when the dissolution took place in 
1880, in both instances without a 
contest. At the general election, 
1885, he contested Deny, and 
was defeated by a majority of 29, 
but was immediately elected for 
Longford, by an immense majority. 
In 188G he was returned unop- 
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posod for Longford. He has since 
lectured in America. He is a Home- 
Ruler, and vice- 2 >rt*sulent of the 
Irish Parliamentary party in the 
House of Commons. 

McCAIIIi, The Rev, John, M.A., 
LL,D.,was horn in Dublin in 1807. 
lie was educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he became Classical 
Tutor and Examiner. In Nov. 
183S he was appointed, by the then 
Archbishop oi Canterbury, Prin¬ 
cipal of the Upper Canada College, 
and entered upon his duties in 
Jan. 1839. In 1842, he became 
Vice-President of King’s College, 
Toronto, and Professor of Classics, 
Logie, Rhetoric, and Belles Retires. 
In 1818, he was appointed President 
of the University of Toronto, and 
in 1833 President of University 
College, and Vice-Chancellor of the 
University of Toronto, positions 
which he resigned in 1881, in con¬ 
sequence of advancing years. Dr. 
Me Caul lias published several 
volumes uf essays and treatises on 
clusrical topics. He has also edited 
for collegiate text-books the Satire* 
and Epistles of Horace (still al¬ 
most universally used in schools in 
Ireland) and portions uf Longinus, 
Lucian, and Thucydides; and has 
edited a Canadian journal. In this 
country he is best known as a 
writer on Latin Epigraphy. His 
11 Britanno - Roman Inscriptions ” 
and u Christian Epitaphs of the 
first Six Centuries” have been 
most favourably received, and have 
gained for him high reputation as 
a scholar and a critic. 

McCLINTOCK, Admiral Sir Fran¬ 
cis Leopold, D.C.L., LL.D,, E.R.S., 
etc., etc., is a younger son of the 
late Henry McClintock, Esq,, uncle 
to the first Lord Rathdonnell. He 
was bom at Dundalk in 1819, and 
entered the Navy in 1831. Lacking 
the naval interest so essential for 
advancement in those times, ho 
was not promoted to the rank of 
lieutenant until 1843, when it could 
no longer be withheld, so conspicu¬ 
ous was his zeal and assiduity at 


the memorable recovery of H.M.S. 
Gorgon, when that ship lay stranded 
for many months at Montevideo. 
After some years of foreign service 
Lieutenant McClintock returned to 
England, about the time when groat 
anxiety began to be felt for the 
safety of Sir John Franklin and 
his companions. Ho accompanied 
Sir James Clarke Ross as second 
lieutenant on board H.M.S. Enter¬ 
prise, in the artic Expedition sent 
out by the Admiralty in 1848. Re¬ 
turning unsuceebsful in November, 
1849, McClintock joined a second 
expedition sent out early in 1850, 
tinder the command of Captain 
Horatio Austin, as senior lieutenant 
of H. M. S. Assistance , Captain 
Erasnms Ommauey. It was his 
fortune in August, 1850, to see, at 
Cape Riley, the first traces of the 
missing expedition. In the follow¬ 
ing spring, whilst frozen up at 
; Griffith’s Island, he signalized him¬ 
self by an unprecedented sledge 
journey of 80 iUy& and 7G0 geo¬ 
graphical miles, reaching the most 
westerly point which had yet been 
attained irom the east, in the Arctic 
regions. Upon the return of this 
expedition to England in October, 
1851, Lieutenant McClintock was, 
deservedly, promoted to the rank 
of Commander. The following 
spring he again proceeded to 
the Arctic regions in command 
of H.M.S. Intrepid, one of five 
vessels composing the third search¬ 
ing expedition, under Sir Edward 
Belcher’s command. In accordance 
with instructions from the Admi¬ 
ralty, the Intrejnd, in company with 
the Resolute, Captain Kellett, win¬ 
tered at Melville Island, in order 
to search for the heroic Captain 
McClure and his companions ; and, 
most fortunately, they were dis¬ 
covered and rescued, after their 
three years’ imprisonment in the 
ice, McClintock again distinguished 
himself by his sledge journey of 
105 days and 1,210 geographical 
miles, into the hitherto unexplored 
region northward of Melville Is- 
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land. The comparative perfection 
to which Arctic sledge-travelling 
has been carried is almost entirely 
duo to the improvements effected 
by him. Abandoning four out 
of the five ships imbedded in the 
ice, and also McClure’s ship, the 
Investigator* the personnel of this 
expedition, with McClure and his 
companions, returned to England 
in October, 1831* in the depot ship 
North Star* and two relief ships, 
freshly arrived out, under Captain 
Inglefleld. HcClintock was now 
advanced to the rank of Captain. 
In 1857 he accepted tho command 
of Lady Franklin’s own search 
expedition—to be fitted out at her 
expense. He selected, and appro¬ 
priately equipped, the steam-yacht 
Fo®, of 177 tons, and with 2A com¬ 
panions, sailed on the 1st of July, 
1HB7. He 2‘etu2'ned 022 the 20th of 
Septemher,l859, having discovered, 
upon the north-west shore of King 
William’s Island, a record announ¬ 
cing the death of Sir John Franklin 
and the abandonment of the Nr eh vs 
and Terror. McClintock brought 
home intelligence of their great 
discoveries and the fate of their 
crews, and many relics of tho bold 
expedition. He published a very 
interesting account of his most im¬ 
portant and successful searching 
voyage, the most memorable of its 
kind in history. Captain McClin¬ 
tock was received with great dis¬ 
tinction ; Knighthood, the Freedom 
of the City of London, and tho 
highest degrees of the chief Uni¬ 
versities were conferred upon him. 
Her Majesty, by her order in 
council, sanctioned his time in tlie 
Fats to count as sea-time served in 
the navy, for having brought homo 
the only authentic intelligence of 
the death of Franklin and tho fate 
of his companions. Diuing the 
next six years Sir Leopold com¬ 
manded, in succession, H.M. S. 
Bulldog , Doric , and Auro?*a, fulfilling 
various important and delicate 
duties abroad. From 1865 to 18C8 
he served as Commodore of tho 


j Jamaica Station. From 18G8, until 
I promoted to Lear-Admiral in 1871, 

1 lie was a uavaZ Aidc-do-Camp to the 
Queen ; from 1872 to 1877 Admiral- 
Superintendent of Portsmouth 
Dooleyard, when lio was promoted 
to Vice-Admiral; and from 1879 to 
1882 ho served as Commander-in- 
Chief of the North American and 
West Indian Stations. In 1881110 
became a full Admiral and also an 
Elder Brother of the Corporation 
of Trinity House. He is the author 
of " The Yoynge of the Fox in tho 
Arctic Sons,” which has gone 
through five editions. 

MaoCOLL, The Rev. Malcolm, was 
bom March 27, 1838, at Q-leufinan, 
a sheep farm, occupied by his father, 
in Inverness-shire, and was edu¬ 
cated at Edinburgh, at Trinity 
College, Glen almond, and at tlie 
University of Naples. He was 
appointed assistant-curate of St. 
Paul’s, Knightsbridge, in 18G1 ; 
chaplain to the British Ambassador 
at St. Petersburg (18G2-63) ; enrato 
of St. Paul’s, Knightsbridge (18G1- 
67). He spent the period between 
1867 and 18G9 in Southern Italy; 
and was collated to the rectory of 
St, George, in the City of London, 
in 1871. He is the author of:— 
"Mr. Gladstone and Oxford/’ by 
" Scrutator,” 2nd edit. 18G5; 
"Science and Prayer,” 4th edit. 
I860; "Is there not a Cause? a 
Letter to Col. Grevillo Nugent, 
M.P. [now Lord Greville], on the 
Disestablishment of the Irish 
Church,” 2nd edit.

MAC COEMAC, Sir 'William, was 
bom at Del fast, Jan. 17, 183U, being 
the oldest non of Henry Mae Oor- 
mao, M.D., and Mary Newsam. 
He was educated in the Belfast 
Institution, in Dublin, and in Paris ; 
he became Bachelor and Master of 
Arts, also Master in Surgery, and 
Doctor of Science honoris cauvi ol 
the Queen’s University, and re¬ 
ceived its gold medal. He was 
afterwards a member of the Senate, 
and Examiner in Siu-gery of the 
University, He was appointed 
Surgeon, and subsequently Gonsidt- 
ing Surgeon, to the Belfast Royal 
Hospital. He saw service at Metz 
and Sedan, clnring the Franco- 
German war, as surgeon-in-chief of 
the Anglo - American ambulance. 
He is ono of the Senior Surgeons, 
and Lecturer on Surgery, at St. 
Thomas’s Hospital, and Consulting 
Surgeon to the French Hospital. He 
is a Fellow of the English and Irish 
Colleges of Surgeuns, smd Exami¬ 
ner in Surgery in the University 
of London. In 1881 ho acted ns 
Honorary Secretary-General of the 
International Medical Congress, 
and in consideration of his services 
in this capacity the Queen conferred 
upon him the honour of knight¬ 
hood. He is Knight of the Legion of 
Honour, Commander of the Orders 
of the Medjidie, the Dannebrog, 
the Crown of Italy, and the Takovo; 
also possessor of the orders of the 
Crown of Prussia, North Star of 
Sweden, St. Iago of Portugal, 
Hitter Kreuz of Bavaria, and Merit 
of Spain.

M’CORHICK, The Eev, Joseph, 


I M. A., was born about the year 1834, 
■ and educated tit St. John's College, 
Cambridge (B.A. 1857, M.A. 18G0). 
| While at Cambridge he rowed in 
the University Eight. He was 
ordained in 1858, and was for two 
years curate of St. Peter’s, Regent 
Square, London j he was then ap¬ 
pointed Beet or of D immure East, 
Waterford, Ireland, where he re¬ 
mained until l&ID, when ho be¬ 
came Assistant Minister of St. 
Stephen's, Marylobono. In 1807 
he was appointed Perpetual Curate 
of St. Peter’s, Deptford, and in 
1875 he accepted the important 
Vicarage of Hull. In this p*. sition 
he has gained a wide influence by 
his activity and organising capa¬ 
city. 

McCORMICK, Robert, F.R.C.S., 
R.N., Deputy Inspector-General of 
Hospitals and Fleets, only non of 
Hubert McCormick, a naval sur¬ 
geon (lost in the shipwreck of 
H.M.S. Dtfenre, in 1K11), was bom 
at Eunhaiu, Norfolk, July 22, 1&OU. 
lie was a pupil uf Sir Astley Cooper 
at Guy’d and St. Thomas'* Hospi¬ 
tals. He became a member of the 
1 Boyal College uf Surgeons, Dec. 0, 

1822, and tin honorury Fellow in 
1811. He entered the navy in 

1823, on board H.M.S. Queen Char¬ 
lotte, the flagship of the late Sir 
James Hawkins Whitshed, at Ports¬ 
mouth. He served three times on 
the West India station, and accom¬ 
panied Sir Edward Parry in H.M.S, 
ffecla in his attempt to reach the 
North Pole, Sir Edward gave him 
the charge of the ornithological 
collection and of a lieutenant's 
watch on board the ship. In 1838 
Mr, McCormick joined H.M.S. Ter¬ 
ror, commissioned fur the relief of 
the ice-bound whale-ships j and in 
April, 1830, H.M.S. Erebus, em¬ 
ployed with the Terror in the Ant¬ 
arctic Expedition, on a voyage for 
magnetic observation and discovery 
in the South Polar Regions j and, 
after a perilous voyage of four 
years, with the onerous duties of 
geologist mid zoologist, in addition 
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to liis medical duties as chief medi¬ 
cal officer of tho Expedition, there¬ 
by savin'? the country the extra 
expense of a special naturalist, ho 
n\is t on liis return, the only officer 
(eligible for promotion) left unpro- 
niuted. From IS 13 to ISIS he was 
Surgeon of H.M. yacht William 
and Mai'y at Woolwich, which uas 
considered a life appointment when 
he joined her, and had hitherto 
hecn so held. But he was placed 
on half-pay, nevertheless, at the 
termination of the usual three 
years' service. He was one of 
the first, in 1847, to call the at¬ 
tention of the Admiralty to the 
fate of Sir John Franklin, and his 
long experience in Polar service 
enabled him to lay before the 
Board promising plans of search, 
at the time, for the missing ships, 
he himself volunteering to carry 
them out. But it was not till after 
repented applications, and plan after 
plan ignored, that he was at last 
sent out in the North Star in 1852. 
He -was given the command of an 
open boat, manned by six volun¬ 
teers from the North Star, which 
he called the Forlorn Nope , the 
season being too far advanced; but 
after a three weeks' exploration, 
amid tempestuous weather, he set 
at rest the then mooted question 
that there was no opening between 
Baring Bay and Jones's Sound, On 
March 13,1833, he was benighted 
in a dense fog, and had to bivouac 
in the snowdrift, with a tempera¬ 
ture 32° Falu\ below zero. Having 
in vain volunteered to explore 
Smith Sound into the Polar Ocean, 
if given the command of the Mary 
yacht of 12 tons, lying useless at 
Beechcy Island, his former boat’s 
crew volunteerin'? to accompany 
him, he returned to England in 
HALS. P7icema!, Oil Jan. G, 1857, 
ho laid before the Koyal Geogra¬ 
phical Society and the Admiralty 
his last plan of search, by King 
■William's Band, through Bcllot’s 
Strait, for records of the lost ships. 
This plan was subsequently suc¬ 


cessfully carried out by Sir Leopold 
McClintock, and the all-important 
ff record ** found, as he had antici¬ 
pated, near Cojm Felix. He was 
awarded the Arctic Medal in 1S57, 
and the Greenwich Hospital pen¬ 
sion in 187G. Ho was Compulsorily 
placed on the retired list in 1805, 
deprived of the usual step in rank, 
from his not having served the 
time for the “ Inspoctorship. ** lie 
is author of the “ Boat Voyage up 
the Wellington Channel," “ Plans 
of Search in the Arctic Ocean,”

McCOSH, James, D.D., LL.D.,was 
born in Ayrshire, Scotland, in 1811, 
He was educated at the Universities 
of Glasgow and Edinburgh, became 
a minister of the Church of Scot¬ 
land in Arbroath, in 1835, removed 
to Brechin in 1839, where he joined 
the Free Church of Scotland in 
1843, and was appointed Professor 
of Logic and Metaphysics in Queen's 
College, Belfast, in 1851, In 18G8 
he wont to America, and became 
President of the College of New 
Jersey, at Princeton, and has taken 
a prominent place among American 
divines and educators.

Macdonald was one of H.M. Joint 
High Commissioners and Plenipo¬ 
tentiaries to act in connection with 
the Commission named by the Pre¬ 
sident of the U.S. for the settle¬ 
ment of the Alabama Claims, re¬ 
sulting in the Treaty of Washing¬ 
ton, May, 1871, In Oct. 1878, on 


the fall of the Mackenzie Kcform 
Government, Mr. Macdonald was 
entrusted with the task of forming 
a new Administration, taking liim- 
sell the position of Minister of Die 
Intelior (until 1885) and Premier 
of the Dominion, which he still 
holds. He at present aits for Vic¬ 
toria, British Columbia. In 1805, 
Mr.jjMiiedouahl received the hono¬ 
rary degree of D.C.L. from tho 
University of Oxford ; and in 1807 
was made a K.C.B. In 1872 he was 
created a Knight Grand Cross of 
the Koyal Order of Isabel la Catolica 
(of Spain).

MACDONALD, The Eight Hon. 
John Hay Athole, C.B., Q.C., M.P., 
son of the late Mr. M. N. Mac- 
donald-Hume, of Ninewclls, was 
born in 183G,and was educated at the 
Edinburgh Academy and Univer¬ 
sity, and in 1859 was called to the 
Scottish Baa*. He unsuccessfully 
contested the City of Edinburgh in 
the Conservative interest in 18/J, 
and 1880, and Haddington Burghs 
in 1878,but in 1S85 he was retmmed 
for the Universities of Edinburgh 
and St. Andrews. In 1874 lie 
was appointed Sheriff of Boss, Cro¬ 
marty, and Sutherland, but re¬ 
signed this offico in 1870, on 
becoming Solicitor - General for 
Scotland. Proin 1880 to 1885 he 
was Sheriff of Perthshire, and Dean 
of the Faculty of Advocates from 
1882 to 1885. On the formation of 
Lord Salisbury's first Ministry in 
1885, Mr. Macdonald was appointed 
Lord Advocate of Scotland, and in 
tho second administration he held 
the eamo offico. lie is an eminent 
electrician, and a prominent mem¬ 
ber of the Irvingite Church. 

McDOTOALI, The Hon. William, 
C.B., PuiBne Judge in the Province 
of Quebec, Canada, was born at 
Toronto, Jan. 25,1822. Ho was edu- 
cated at Toronto and at Victoria Col¬ 
lege, and afterwards studied law. 
His attention was directed to agri- 
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culture mid politics, and from 18 J 8 
till 1858 he conducted at Toronto 
a monthly journal on agriculture, 
which obtained a large circulation 
in all the pro winces ; and from 1850 
till 1857 edited the North Americon, 
which was merged in the Toronto 
(ilobe in 1857. lie was first elected 
to Parliament as a Reformer in 
1S5S: was appointed Commissioner 
of Crown Lands, and a member of 
tin* Executive Council in a Reform 
Ministry in May, 1862; and re¬ 
signed office nitli his colleagues in 
March, 1S0J, owing to difficulties 
arising out of the demand in Upper 
Canada for constitutional changes; 
in Juno of the same year was 
ufFoiocl a scat in a coalition 
ministry Oh one of three repre¬ 
sentatives of the Liberal party of 
Upper Canada), formed to carry 
a measure to unite British America 
under one government, and ac¬ 
cepted office as Provincial Secre¬ 
tary. During the Fenian troubles 
hi the summer of 1866, Mr. McDou- 
gall was charged with the duties of 
Minister of Marine, and with the 
aid of Vice-Admiral Sir James Hope, 
speedily organized a respectable 
navy of seven gunboats. In the 
first Dominion Government of 1S67 
he was made Minister of Public 
Works, which jjosition ho he! d until 
1869, when he was commissioned 
Lieut.-Governor of Rupert's Land 
and the North-West Territories. In 
18G8 he was sent to Hn ;land to con¬ 
fer with the general Government on 
some questions of a constitutional 
character that had arisen between 
the Provinces. And again, in 1878, 
he was the Special Commissioner of 
the Dominion Governments to con¬ 
fer with the Imperial authorities 
on the subject of the Fisheries 
and Emigration. Mr. MoDougnll 
sat for South Simcoe in the Ontario 
Legislature from May, 1875, to 
Sept. 1878, when he resigned to 
contest Holton in the Dominion 
Parliament, in which he was suc¬ 
cessful. He was created C.B. 
(Civil) in 1807. Ho is now a 


Puisne Judgo in the Province of 
Quebec. 

McDOWELL, Gen. Irvin, born 
at Columbus, Ohio, Oct. 15, 1818, 
studied in a military school in 
France, and graduated from the 
Military Academy at West Point 
in 1838, remaining there until IS 15 
as instructor in tactics and adju¬ 
tant. On the breaking out of the 
civil war he was made a brigadier- 
general and appointed to the com¬ 
mand of the Federal troops at 
■Washington. He was still in com¬ 
mand when the Union army was 
defeated at the battle of Bull Run, 
July 21, 186 L. Gen. McClellan took 
the command soon after that 1 mttle, 
and Gun. McDowell was placed in 
charge of the troops around Wash¬ 
ington. He was made a Major- 
General of Volunteers, March 14, 
and Commander of the department 
of the Ihipj mliannoek, April ] j, 1802. 
He took part in the various battles 
fought by Gen. Pope, in Aug. 18(52, 
but wii's relieved from his command 
Supt. 5. In 1SG3-GI he was jirosi- 
dent of the court for investigating 
cotton frauds, and of the board for 
retiring disabled officers. From 
July, 1801, to June, 1865, ho was 
in command of tho deportment of 
the Pacific. In Nov. 1872, he was 
made Major-General of the regular 
army, and successively had com¬ 
mand of the various military de¬ 
partments into which tho United 
States is divided, until he was 
placed on the retired list in 1882. 
He resides at San Francisco. 

MACDUFF, The Eev. Dr. J, E., 
second son of Alexander Macduff, 
of Bonhnrd, Perthshire, was born 
in 1818, and educated at the High 
School and University of Edin¬ 
burgh, from winch, as well as from 
New York and Glasgow, he received 
the degree of D.D. In 1843 he wna 
ordained minister of the parish of 
Kettins, Forfarshire, and in 1819 
was presented to the parish of St. 
Madoes, Perthshire, where he re¬ 
mained until appointed to the new 
church of Sandyford, Glasgow. Dr, 
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Macduff lias published a very large 
number of religious -works, which 
have attained an immense circula¬ 
tion, chiefly in Scotland: amongst 
them may be mentioned “ Memo¬ 
ries of Bethany,” “Memories of 
Gennesaret,” “ The Prophet of 
Fire,” “The Shepherd and his 
Flock,” “ Sunsets on the Hebrew 
Mountains,” “Comfort ye, Com- 
foitye,” “The Golden Gospel,” 
“Morning and Night Watches,” 
“The Bow in the Cloud/* “The 
Bible Forget - me - not Series,” 
Amongst his poems arc “ Wells of 
Baca,” “Knocking,” “Gates of 
Praiso.” He has also written a 
number of story books of which 
“ The Story of a Dowdrop,” “ The 
Story of jl Shell,” " The Parish of 
Tuxwood/’ are the best known. 
After 15 years of work in Glasgow 
Dr. Macduff retired to Chislo- 
hurst, Kent, where he now occupies 
himself with writing. 

MACFARREN, Sir George Alex¬ 
ander, Mus. Doc., son of tho 
late G. Madftrren, dramatic author, 
born in London, March 2, 1813, 
was educated at the Royal Academy 
of Music j ho was appointed mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Professors of 
the Academy, 1860, and of the 
Committee of Management of the 
same, in 1808. In 18/5, upon the 
death of Sir W. Sterndale Bennett, 
Mr, Macfarren succeeded him as 
Principal, Chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee, and one of the Directors of 
the Royal Academy of Music. By 
the solicitation of the majority of 
tho residents at Cambridge, be be¬ 
came a candidate for the vacant 
Professorship of Music in that 
University, was unanimously 
elected on March 16, 1875, and 
created a Doctor of Music in tho 
following month, He has since 
boon created M.A. of Cambridge, 
and Mus. D. of Oxford. During 
his occupation of the Chair of 
Music, a Board of Musical Studies 
has been established in the Univer¬ 
sity, and two other musicians, who 
are changed yearly, have been 


associated with the Professor in 
examinations. He was knighted 
by the Queen at Windsor, May 
1883. Sir G. Macfarren has com¬ 
posed “The Devil’s Opera,” first 
performed at the Lyceum in 1838 ; 
“ Emblematical Tribute,” at Drury 
Lane, on the Queen's marriage, in 
1811; “Don Quixote,” at Drury

MACGREGOR, John, was horn 
at Gravesend, Jan. 21, 1825, and is 
eldest son of the late General Sir 
Duncan MacGregor, K.C.B. A few 
weeks after his birth, lxis father, 
then Major MacGregor, embarked 
with hia wife and son nnd regi¬ 
ment on hoard the Kent, East 
Indiumnn, which afterwards took 
fire in the Bay of Biscay, llis 
education began in King’s School, 
Canterbury, and was continued, 
owing to the removal of his father's 
regiment, in seven other schools, 
Proceeding to Trinity College, 
Dublin, he gained three first prizes. 
He then entered Trinity College, 
Cambridge, and graduated as B.A. 
and a Wrangler. In 1845, Mr. 
MacGregor began to write and 
sketch for Punch, In 1817, he 
entered at the Inner Temple, and 
graduated as M.A. at Cambridge. 
During the Revolution in Paris of 
184-8, he visited .that metropolis; 
and in 1849-50 made a tour in 
Europe and the Levant, and 
through Egypt and Palestine, In 
1851 he was called to the Bar. He 
subsequently visited Russia and 
every other country in Europe, as 
well as Algeria and Tunis, and the 
United States and Canada, and pub¬ 
lished an uccount of his obsorva- 
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tions. In I860, he made his first 
canoe voyage, and published in 
1SGG his logbook, under the title of 
"A Thousand Miles in the Rob 
Roy Canoe on Rivers and Lakes of 
Europe,” which in 1885 had passed 
through thirteen editions. This 
was followed by several other ac¬ 
counts of ctinoo voyages, all of 
which have become popular. In 
1670, and again in 1873, he was 
elected a member of the London 
School Board, for the division of 
Greenwich; and was chairman of 
the Industrial Schools Committee. 
In 1873, ho married a daughter of 
Admiral Sir Crawford Caflln, K.C.B. 
He has contributed artioles on 
marine propulsion and many minor 
papers to the Transactions of the 
British Association, and has worked 
on the committees for erecting 
various memorial statues to great 
men. 

MACKARNE5S, The Right Rev. 
John Fielder, D.D., Bishop of Ox¬ 
ford, son of John Mackamess, Esq., 
a West Indian merchant, by Catha¬ 
rine, daughter of George Smith 
Coxliead, Esq., was bom Dec. 3, 
1820, and received his education 
at Eton and at Merton College, 
Oxford, where he obtained a ^Post- 
mastership.” He took his B.A. 
degree in 1844-, with a second-class 
in classics. Shortly afterwards I10 
was elected to a fellowship at 
Exeter College, but this he did not 
retain for any length of time, for 
in 1845, almost immediately after 
taking priest’s orders, he was pre¬ 
sented by the Clive family to the 
vicarage of Tardebigge, near Broms- 
grove, Worcestershire. This living 
he held until 1855, when ho was 
presented to the rectory of Honiton, 
Devonshire, in the patronage of 
the Earl of Devon. In 1858 he was 
promoted by the late Bishop of 
Exeter (Dr. Philpotts) to an 
honorary prebendal stall in Exeter 
Cathedral; and in 1808 he obtained 
tko small vicarage of Moukton, 
near Honiton. He was also for 
some time chaplain to Lord Lyttel- 
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ton. In 1SG5 lie was elected one 
of the Proctors in Convocation for 
the clergy of Uie dioce&o of Exeter; 
but on the re-election of that body 
in 18G9 he failed to secure bis seat, 
on account of his ajaproval of Mr. 
Gladstone’s measure for the dis¬ 
establishment of the Irish Church. 
In Dec. 18G9, lie was appointed, on 
the recommendation, of Mr. Glad¬ 
stone, to tho Bishopric of Oxford, 
vacant by the translation of Dr. 
Wilborforco to the see of Win¬ 
chester. He is a brother-in-law of 
Lord Coleridge. 

MACKAY, Charles, LL,D.,amem- 
hor of the Highland family of 
which Lord Reayis chief, was born 
in Perth in lSli, and removed in 
infancy to Loudon. Proceeding to 
Belgium to complete his education, 
he was a witness of tho startling 
events of the revolution that broke 
out in 1830, and published, in 1834, 
a small volume of poems, which led 
to his introduction to the late Mr. 
John Black, editor of the Morning 
Chronicle, through whose instru¬ 
mentality he became connected 
with that paper, and continued to 
be so for about nine years, during 
which time he published another 
volume, entitled " The Hope of the 
World,” and other poems. He 
became editor of the Glasgow Argus 
in Sept. 1811, and retired from the 
management of that paper at the 
general election in 1817, in conse¬ 
quence of a schism in the Liberal 
party, In 181b the Glasgow Uni¬ 
versity conferred on him the title 
of LL.D. Hr. Mackay, on the 
establishment of the Daily New3, 
under the editorship of Mr. Charles 
Dickens, wrote for that journal a 
series of poems: " Yoices from the 
Crowd,” afterwards published in a 
separate form. He has also written 
“The Shlamandrine, or Love and 
Immortality/’ published in 1813; 
"Legends of the Isles, and other 
poems,” in 1845; "Yoices from 
the Mountains,” in IBID; "Town 
Lyrics,” in 1847; " Egeria” in 
1850; "The Lump of Gold,” in 


3 855 ; ff Under Green Leaves,” in 
1857 ; " A Man’s Heart,” in 1800 • 
and "Studies from the Antique, 
and Sketches from Nature,” in 
3 SGt. For some years ho con¬ 
tributed leading articles to ilio 
Illustrated London News, and he 
established the London Revicv > in 
1800. Hr. Mackay visited t lie 
United States in the winter of 1857 
to the Rpriug of 1858 on a lecturing 
tour, and published an uocount of 
his experiences under the title of 
"Life and Liberty in America,” 
He returned to America in 1&G2, 
and resided in New York until 
1SGG, as correspondent of the Times 
in that city during tho Civil War. 
As a prose writer he is known by 
his rf Memoirs of Extraordinary 
Popular Delusions,” published in 
1811. A collection of his contribu¬ 
tions to All the Year Round, Robin 
Good fallow, and other periodicals, 
was published, with the title of 
"Under the Bine Sky,” in 1S71. 
He also published "Lost Beauties 
of the English Language; an Ap 
peal to Authors, Poets, Clergymen, 
and Public Speakers,” 1874. "The 
Poetry and Humour of tho Scottish 
Language ; ” " Baron Grimbosk, 
Governor of Bavataria,” and a 
philological work, entitled the 
" Gaelic and Celtic Etymology 
of the Languages of Western 
Europe." In 1885 he published 
"The Eoundors of the Ainorioan 
Republic.’ J He has been a frequent 
contributor to BlachwooiVsMagasinc, 
and the Nineteenth Century , 
MACKENZIE, The Hon* Alexander, 
M.P., ex-premier of the Canadian 
Dominion, was bom at Logierait, 
Perthshire, Scotland, Jan. 28, 1822. 
Ho was educated at Perth and at 
Dunkeld, after which he emigrated' 
to Canada, and for a time became 
a contractor and builder, fir&t at 
Kingston, and latterly at Sarnia, 
Province of Ontario. Por some 
years he edited the Lambton Shield, 
a Reform journal. He entered 
Parliament an 1862 as member for 
Lambton, and represented that 
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constituency in the Cdna«lian As¬ 
sembly until Confederation. En 
lbU7 he wa* returned to the 
Dominion Parliament, and eon- 
cunently represented West Middle¬ 
sex in tliA Ontario Legislature dur¬ 
ing tin* jean 1S71-72, lioMing the 
office first uf Provincial Secretary, 
and afterwards of Provincial Trea¬ 
surer. In Oct. ot the latter year, 
he resigned his representation in 
the Local House; and in 1873, 
on the defeat of the Macdonald 
Ministry, was called upon to form 
an Administration in the Dominion 
Paidiameut, and accepted the office 
of Premier and Minister of Pul die 
Works This po-st he held until 
the fall of his Government in 1S78. 
In 1S75 lie* visited the mother 
Country, wheru In* wag presented 
with the freedom of fhe rfcottish 
towns of Irvine, Dundee, and Perth, 
Jn 1881, on the occasion of u second 
visit to his native land, lie was jne- 
sented with the freedom of Inver¬ 
ness. Hy is still a member of tlie 
Dominion Pailiament, and reside** 
at Toronto. 

MACKENZIE, Alexander Camp¬ 
bell, the son of a favourite Edin¬ 
burgh musician, wa& burn in 
Eibnburgh in 1817, and sent to 
Germany, at the age of ten, to 
study under Ulrich Edward Stein. 
Four years later he entered the 
dual orchestra, at ffohwarzbnrg- 
Sonderohftusen, and remained in 
Germany iill 18G2, when he came 
to London to study the violin under 
M. Sainton. The same year he w as 
elected King’s Scholar at the Boyul 
Academy of Music. In 18G3 he 
leturnedto Edinburgh as a teacher 
of the pianoforte, and has since 
remained in Scotland with the 
view of devoting hixuaelf entirely 
to composition. He has written 
,f Cervantes/’ an overture for 
orchestra ; a scherzo for the same j 
overture to a comedy; a string 
quartet, and many other pieces in 
MS., but the composition which 
nude him famous was his opera 
"Colomba,” based upon Mt'rimee’s 
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celebrated story. This work (of 
which the libretto w .is written byDr. 
Huoffer) was produced with very 
great success by the Carl Ko.-a Com¬ 
pany at Dnuy Lane, in 18S1. His 
second opera, ,r The TiOttbadour/* 
was pioduLcd in tin* htmunov of 
1S8G; and at the Leeds Festival of 
188G his new* cantata, “ The Story 
of Say id/’ was perfurmed with 
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MACKENZIE, Morell, M.D. 
(London), was honi at Leytonstone, 
Essex, in 1887, and educated at the 
London Hospital Medical College, 
Park, and Vienna. He* founded the 
Hospital for Dir eases of the Throat, 
Golden Square, lbdfi ; and in the 
same year obtained the Jacksonian 
Prize from the Iioyal College of 
Surgeoiib for Iiis Essay on Diseases 
of the Larynx. He was soon after¬ 
wards elected Assistaut-Physician 
to the London Hospital, becoming 
in duo course full Physician, and 
w as iippointed Lecturer on Diseases 
of the Tliro.it, an appointment 
which he still holds. He is a Uor- 
rtf-spuudiiig Member of tlie Imperial 
Kijal Socitty of Phjsicians of 
Vienna, and of the Medical Society 
of Prague, and an Honorary Fellow 
of the A work an Laryngologiral 
Association. Dr. Mackenzie ib the 
author of immeroiu publications 
on laryngological subjects, and in 
particular of a systematic treatise 
in two volumes, on r * Diseases of 
the Throat nnd Nose,” which ia 
acknowledged to be a standard 
work. It has been translated into 
French and German, and has had 
a very large circulation both in 
this country and in America. Dr. 
Mackenzie lias also written mono¬ 
graphs on Diphtheria and Hay- 
Fever, and he published an article 
on '* Specialism in Medicine ** in 
the June number of the ForinipTitZy 
Me view (ISBo), which excited con¬ 
siderable attention. 

HAGLAOAN, Sir Douglas, eldest 
son of the lute David Maclagon* 
M.D., F.K.S.E., Physician to the 
Forces, and »Surgeon in Ordinary 
Y Y 
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to the Queen in Scotland, was born 
at Ayr, N.B., in 1812, and educated 
at the High School of Edinburgh, 
and subsequently at the University 
of Edinburgh. He became Follow 
of the Royal College of Physicians, 
Edinburgh, 1S63, and has been 
President of both the Royal Col¬ 
lege of Surgeons and of Physicians 
(Edin.), an honoiu’ held only by 
hia father; is F.E.S.E. and Deputy- 
Lieutenant of the City of Edin¬ 
burgh. Sir D. Maclagan holds the 
following posts :—Professor of Me¬ 
dical Jurisprudence and Public 
Health in the University; Surgcon- 
General of the Royal Company of 
Archers of the Queen's Body- 
Guard for Scotland; Surgeon-Haj or 
of the Queen's Edinburgh Rifle 
Volunteer Brigade; Medical Ad¬ 
viser to H.M. Prisons' Commis¬ 
sioners for Scotland; and Super¬ 
visor, on behalf of the Privy 
Council, of Pharmaceutical Exami¬ 
nations in Scotland. He is the 
author of "Nugee Conor© 
audof numerous papers on Medical 
Jurisprudence, and on Materia Me- 
dica and Therapeutics, in the 
medical journals. He was made 
Knight Bachelor in 1886. 

MACLAGAN, The Bight Eev. 
William Dalrymple, D.D., Bishop 
of Lichfield, is son of David Mac- 
lagan, M.D., physician to the 
Forces, a distinguished medical 
officer who served in the Penin¬ 
sular war. He was born at Edin¬ 
burgh in 1826, and educated in his 
native city. In early life he served 
in the army in India, and retired 
with the rank of lieutenant in 1852. 
Then he went through the ordinary 
university com*se at St. Peter's 
College, Cambridge (B.A., 1856; 
M.A., 1860; D.D.j jure dignitatis , 
1878). He was ordained deacon in 
1856, and priest in 1857. He served 
the curacies of St. Saviour, Pad¬ 
dington, and St- Stephen, Maryle- 
bone, tall I860, when he was ap¬ 
pointed Secretary to the London 
Diocesan Church Building Society. 
In 1865 he was appointed Curate- 


in-Cliarge of Enfield, and in 1S00 
Lord Chancellor Hatherley gave 
him tlio Rectory of St. Mary, 
Newington. When Newington wag 
transferred to Rochester, the Bishop 
of London, in order to retain Mr. 
Maclagan in his diocese, promoted 
him to the vicarage of St. Mary 
Abbots, Kensington, where he re¬ 
mained till 1878, when he was 
nominated by the Crown, on the 
recommendation of Lord Beacon,i- 
field, to the Bishopric of Lichfield, 
which had become vacant by the 
death of Dr. Selwyn. He was con¬ 
secrated in St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
June 24, 1878. Dr. Maclagan has 
published one or two detached ser¬ 
mons ; a Charge delivered to the 
Clergy and Churchwardens of his 
Diocese in 1880 ; and several other 
addresses to the Clergy, and Paro¬ 
chial Papers. In conjunction witli 
Dr. Archibald Weir he edited re The 
Church and the Age: Essays on the 
Principles and present Position of 
the Anglican Church," 1870. 

MACMAHON, Mario Edme Pat¬ 
riot Maurice de. Due de Magenta, 
a Marshal of France, ex-President 
of the French Republic, born at 
Sully, July 13, 1808, derives his 
descent from an Irish family who 
risked and lost all for the last of 
the Stuart kings. The MacMahons, 
carrying their national traditions, 
ancestral pride, and historic name 
to France, mingled their blood by 
marriage with the old nobility of 
their adopted country. This mem¬ 
ber of the fajnily entered the mili¬ 
tary service of France in 1825, at 
the school of St. Cyr ; was sent 
to the Algerian warB in 1830; 
while acting as aide-de-camp to 
Gen. Achard, took part in the ex¬ 
pedition to Antwerp in 1832 ; at¬ 
tained to the rank of captain in 
1833; and, after holding the post 
of aide-de-camp to several African 
generals, and taking part in the 
assault of Constantine, was nomi¬ 
nated Major of Foot Chasseurs in 
1840, Lieut.-Col. of the Foreign 
Legion in 1842, Colonel of the 41st 
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of the Line in 1815, and General of 
Brigade in 1818, "When, in 18">5, 
Gen. Canrobert left the Crimea, 
Gen. MacMahon, then in France 
was selected by the Emperor to 
succeed him in the command * if a 
division; and when the chiefs ot the 
allied armies resolved ou assaulting 
Sebastopol, Sept, S, they assiirum 
to Gen. MacMahon the perilous 
post of carrying the works of the 
Malakoff. For his brilliant success 
on this uccasiun he was made Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honour; 
and in 1850 was nominated a 
Knight Grand Cross of the Bath, 
Gen. MacMahon, wlio took a con¬ 
spicuous part in the Italian cam¬ 
paign of 1859, received the biltou 
of a Marshal, and was created 
Duke of Magenta, in commemora¬ 
tion of that victory. Be repre¬ 
sented Fiance at tho corunatiuii of 
'William III. of Prubiia, in N^v., 
ISfil, was nominated to the com¬ 
mand of the 3rd corps d'anaCc Uet. 
14,1802, and was nominated Gover¬ 
nor-General of Algeria by deciee 
Sept, 1,1801. In this capacity ho 
inaugurated a new system, the 
tendency of which was to create 
an Arab kingdom. It proved, how¬ 
ever, a complete failure. The 
French and other European colo¬ 
nists became so dissatisfied, that in 
1861 a large number of them left 
for Brazil, while thousands of the 
natives perished from hunger. A 
great outcry was raised in France 
against the Marshal, whose policy 
was also severely censured by Mgr. 
de Lavigerie, Bishop of Algiers. 
On the breaking out of the war 
with Prussia, Marshal MacMuhon 
was intrusted with the command 
of the First Army Corps, whose 
head-quarters were at Stra&burg. 
On Aug. 6, 1870, the Crown Prince 
of Prussia attacked the united 
Army Corps of Generals MacMahon, 
Failly, and Canrobert, drawn up in 
a position at Woerth, MacMahon 
had under him 50,000 men in all, 
and occupied a strong defensive 
position on the slopes of the Yoages, 


but the French line was turned by 
the Prussians at two points, and 
their left and centre broken, not¬ 
withstanding a desperate charge 
of cavalry which was ordered by 
MacMahon ns a last resort. Mac- 
Mahon retired on the following city 
to Saverne, next to Tnul (13th J, 
liheims (2l»t), and Bethel (22nd). 
On the iloih his forces were again 
defeated by the Prussianbeing 
driven back from Beaumont beyond 
the Meuse, near Mouzon. He was 
chief in command at the battle of 
Sedan (Sept. 1), but received a 
severe wound in the thigh at the 
beginning of the engagement, 
whereupon the command devolved 
on General ’Wimpffen, who signed 
the capitulation. MacMahon was 
made a prisoner of war, and con- 
; veyed into Germany. Having re- 
; covered from his wound, he left 
j Wie&badeu for France, March 13, 
1871, and was nominated in the 
following mouth Comuiander-in- 
Chief of the Army at Versailles. 
He successfully conducted the siege 
of Paris against the Commune, and 
ably assisted II. Thiers in re¬ 
organizing the Army. In Dec. 
1871, he was requested by the 
Parisian Press Union to become a 
candidate to represent Paris in tho 
National Assembly, but he refused 
to accept the nomination. On M. 
Thiers resigning the Presidency of 
"the Bopubflc, May 2 4,1873, he was 
elected to the vacant office by the 
Assembly. Of the 392 members 
who voted, 390 voted for Marshal 
MacMahon, who immediately after¬ 
wards accepted the Headship of 
the Executive, his consent being 
carried back to the Assembly, 
couched in a letter which was a 
model of manly straight forwardness 
and modesty. "A heavy resjKmsi- 
bility," he wrote, ^ is thrust upon 
my patriotism, but with the aid of 
God, the devotion of the army, 
which will always be the army of 
tho law, and the support of all 
honest men, we will continue to¬ 
gether the work of liberating the 
T T 2 
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territory, and restoring moral order 
throughout the country] we will 
maintain internal peace and the 
principles on which society is 
based. That this shall be done 
I pledge my word as an honest 
man and a soldier/' He at once 
proceeded to form a Conservative 
administration, his Ministers being 
the Luc de Broglie, Foreign Affairs 
and Vice-President of the Council; 
M. Ernoul, Justice; H. Beule, 
Interior; M. Magne, Finance; 
General de Cissey (who remained 
par interim). War j Vice-Admiral 
Lompierre d’Hornoy, Marine and 
Colonies] M. Batbio, Public In¬ 
struction, Public Worship, and 
Fine Artsj M. Lesseilligny, and 
M, de la Bouillcrie. The Kep- 
tennate was voted Nov. 19, 1873, 
when the National Assembly, by 
378 votes against 310, entrusted 
him with the exercise of power for 
seven years. On May 10, 1877, 
Marshal MncMahon addressed to 
M. Jules Simon, the President of 
the Council, a letter reproaching 
him with incapacity. This com¬ 
pelled the hitter to resign and 
a new ministry was formed. The 
Luc de Broglie became President 
of the Council, M. de Fourtou, 
Minister of the Interior, the Luc 
Lecazea remained at the Foreign 
Office, and General Bortliaut re¬ 
tained his post as Minister of War. 
The Chamber of L eputies was inua e- 
diutely prorogued, and the Senate, 
by a small majority, resolved to 
exercise the power conferred hy the 
Constitution, by concurring with 
the President of the Republic in a 
dissolution. Accordingly, the Mar¬ 
shal dissolved the Chamber of Le- 
puties by a decree dated June 25, 
1877. After a period in which the 
government "screw” was merci¬ 
lessly applied, the elections for the 
new Chamber were held throughout 
France on October 14, resulting in 
the return of 335 Republicans and 
198 Anti-Republicans, the latter 
classed as 89 Bonapartists, 41 Legi¬ 
timists, 88 Orleaniflts,ond 80 "Mac- 


Mahonists.” The Republican ma¬ 
jority refused to vote the supplies, 
and after a brief interval of hesita¬ 
tion the Marshal came to the con¬ 
clusion that M. Gamhetta's famous 
alternative- sc sovmattre on sc iV- 
mettre —must be acted upon. Ac¬ 
cordingly he yielded to the Repub¬ 
lican majority and a now ministry 
was formed under the presidency of 
M. Lufaurc, with M. Leon Say as 
Minister of Finance, and M. Wad- 
dington at the Foreign Office. Thus 
the period of uneasiness—the pro¬ 
longed crisis—that began on May 
10, was peacefully brought to a 
close on Lee. II, 1877. The Sena¬ 
torial elections at tho beginning of 
1879 gave the Republican party an 
effective working majority in tho 
Upper Chamber. M. Lutauro’s Ca¬ 
binet was at onco pressed to remove 
the most conspicuous Anti-Repub¬ 
licans among the generals and offi¬ 
cials. Marshal MacMahon refused 
to be a party to these measureSjftnd, 
seeing that resistance was idle, re¬ 
signed on Jan. 30, and Avas suc¬ 
ceeded by M. Grevy. As Presi¬ 
dent of the Republic, Marshal 
MacMahon was decorated with 
the insignia of various foreign 
Orders. 

MACMILLAN, The Rev. Hugh, 
L.L., LL.L., F.R.8.E., horn at 
Aberfeldy, Perthshire, Sept. 17, 
1833, was educated at Breadalbanc 
Academy and Edinburgh Univer¬ 
sity. He was appointed Free 
Church Minister of JKirkmichnol, 
Perthshire, in 1859, translated in 
1864 to Free St. Peter's Church, 
Glasgow ] and in 1878 to the Free 
West Church, Greenock, his present 
charge. Ho received the degree of 
LL.L. from the University of St. 
Andrews, in Feb. 1871; was elected 
two months afterwards F.R.S.E. j 
and in April, 1879, the degree of 
L.L. was conferred upon him by 
the University of Edinburgh. Dr. 
Macmillan iB the author of " Bible 
Teachings in Nature/' I860, now in 
its 21st edition, translated into 
Danish, Swedish,German,and other 
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(outmcnb.l languages; “First 
Forms of Vegetation/' in its third 
thousand; ** “ Holidays on High 
Lands/' v, limit has run through tv. o 
lar^e editions; ‘'The True Vine/' 
also in its fourth edition; ff The 
Ministry of Mature/’in its.fifth edi¬ 
tion ; “The Garden and the City/' 
in it* second edition; “Sunglmts 
in the Wilderness; ” ,c The Rab- 
hath of the Fields/' translated into 
l),mi«*h andNornuginn; “OurLord's 
Three hiiisinga from the Hoad ;" 
“Two Worlds are Oui*s; '* and "The 
Marriage in Cana of Galilee; ” be¬ 
sides muneruiid contributions to 
quarterly it*views and religious and 
scientific periodicals, 

HcMITRDO, Major-Gen* William, 
G.B., of Scotch extraction, horn 
about LS19, entered the anuy as 
ensign in the 7Sth Highlanders in 
1S37, and proceeding to India was 
employed on the staff. Fiom the 
coinmcnciiiieiit of the brilliant 
operations in Rcinde, conducted by 
the late Sir Charles Napier, the 
great zeal and personal intrepidity 
manifested by Lieut. McMiude- 
most conspicuously at the battle of 
Mecenee, Feb. 17, 1813—attiacted 
the attention of that illustrious 
commander, whose daughter he 
afterwards married. Sir Charles 
appointed him his Assistant Quar¬ 
termaster-General, and on many 
occasions expressed in very em- 
2>1intio terms the high opinion he 
entertained of his conduct and ser¬ 
vices. He became Major in 184S, 
Lient.-Col. in 1853, and Col. in 1834. 
At an early period of the campaign 
in the Crimea, when the inadequate 
means of land conveyance for the 
service of the troops had become 
apparent, he was intrusted with the 
formation and command of the Land 
Tiansport Corp."—since designated 
the Military Train—which new 
branch of our military establish¬ 
ment he rendered efficient, and for 
this service was made C.B. Not 
long after the volunteer movement 
of 1859 assumed a permanent cha** 
ratter, Col. McMurdo was selected 


as the fittest officer for the import¬ 
ant and re&ponsihle post of Inspec¬ 
tor-General of Volunteer Forces for 
the term of five years; towards the 
expiration of which, the most active 
and influential promoters of the 
movement tool: immediate stejiri to 
mark their high appi eciation of his 
zealous and valuable services in 
the organization of the force, by 
appointing a committee to raise a 
subscription for the purpose of pre¬ 
senting him on his retirement with 
a suitable testimonial of their re¬ 
spect and regard.

MACEOBIE, The Right Rev. 
William Kenneth, D.D., Bishop of 
rieter-Mfiritzburg,born about 1831, 
received his education at Brasenose 
College, Oxford (B.A. 1852), and 
was appointed perpetual cui ate of 
Accrington, Lancashire, v, Inch pre¬ 
ferment he held until liis consecra¬ 
tion a*! Bishop of Muritzburg, or 
Pietor-Maritzburg, Jan. 25, 18(>9. 
The ceremony was pei fanned at 
Capetown, the consecrating prelate 
being the metropolitan. Dr. Robert 
Gray. A protest signed by 129 
persons having been presented 
against Dr. Macrorie's consecra¬ 
tion, on the ground that Maritz- 
burg was in the see of Natal, which 
already had a legal Bishop (Colen- 
so), the Metropolitan replied that 
it could not be accepted as a pro¬ 
test, the signers having no right to 
protest, but that ho would receive 
it as “the expression of views of 
certain individuals." 

MACWHXRTER, John, A.R.A., 
was born in 1839, at Slnteford, 
near Edinburgh, and educated at 
Peebles. He was elected an Asso¬ 
ciate ot the Royal Scottish Aca¬ 
demy in 1SC3. In the following 
year he came to London, and was 
elected an Associate of the Royal 
Academy on Jan, 22,1879. He was 
elected an Honorary Member of the 
Royal Scottish Academy in 1882 ; 
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elected member of the Eoyal Insti¬ 
tute of Painters in Water Colors* 
BRino year ; exhibited in EA. 
(1884), "The Windings of the 
Porth," " A Sermon by the Sea / 1 
and " Home of the Grizzly Bear j" 
(1835 ), i€ Tx*aek of a Hurricane 
" Iona," " Loch Scavaig ; JJ " The 
Three Witches " (1886), Mr. Mac- 
Whirter has painted " Loch Cor- 
nisk, Skye," 1867 5 " A great while 
ago the -world began with liey ho, 
the wind and the rain," 1871; 
" Caledonia," 1875 ; " The Lady of 
the Woods," 1876; "The Three 
Graces," 1878; " The Valley by

MAGEE, The Bight Eev. William 
Connor, D.D., Bishop of Peter¬ 
borough, was born at Cork in 1821, 
being son of the Eev. John Magee, 
Curate of the Cathedral Parish, 
Cork. At the age of thirteen he 
entered Trinity College, Dublin, 
and subsequently obtained a scho¬ 
larship, besides other academical 
distinctions. In due course he 
took holy orders, and after holding 
for some timo a curacy in a Dub¬ 
lin parish, lie was obliged to relin¬ 
quish it and to proceed for the 
benefit of his health to Malaga, 
where he remained two years. On 
his return, in 18J 8 , he accepted the 
curacy of St. Saviour's, Bath, 
which he held about two years. 
In 1850 he was appointed joint 
incumbent, and shortly alter solo 
incumbent of the Octagon Chapel, 
Bath. When Iho Liberation So¬ 
ciety was organised, Bath formed 
a counter-association, called the 
"Bath Church Defence Society," 
in connection with which Dr. Ma¬ 
gee delivered an able lecture on 
" The Voluntary System, and the 
Established Church." Such was 
the effect of this address that simi¬ 


lar societies sprang up throughout 
the country. Subsequently Dr. 
Magee published "Christ the Light 
of all Scripture," an Act Sermon 
preached in the chapel of Trinity 
College, Dublin, Juno, I860; "The 
Gospel and the Age,” preached 
at the ordination in Whitehall 
Chapel, I860 5 and " The Church's 
Pear and the Church's Hope,” 
preached in WgIIr Cathedral, 1864. 
At Oxford Dr. Magee on several 
occasions preached one of the Lent 
lectures, and in Aug. 1861, he de¬ 
livered a powerful address to the 
clergy at Badley on " The Eolation 
of the Atonement to the Divine 
Justice." At Cambridge, and in 
London too, he very frequently 
took part in preaching and speak¬ 
ing on behalf of church societies, 
and published several lectures 
delivered at their mootings on 
fl Scepticism,” " Baxter and liis 
Times," " The Uses of Prophecy.” 
The Bishop of Bath and Wells con¬ 
ferred on Dr. Magee the honorary 
rank of Prebendary of Wells some 
time before he left Bath. In I860 
he succeeded Dean Goulburn as 
minister of Quebec Chapel, London, 
and in the following Peb. he was 
appointed to the rectory of Ennis¬ 
killen by the University of Dublin. 
In 1864 he was appointed Dean of 
Cork, and shortly afterwards Dean 
of the Chapel Eoyal, Dublin. He 
was appointed DonneBau Loetuivr 
for 1865-GG, a position in Dublin 
analogous to that of Hampton Lec¬ 
turer at Oxford. Dr. Magee was 
frequently selected as one of the 
special preachers at St. Paul's, 
Westminster Abbey, ond the 
Chapel Eoyal, Whitehall, as well 
as at Windsor, before Her Majesty. 
He was also solecled, in 1868, to 
preach before the British Associa¬ 
tion at Norwich and the Church 
Congress at Dublin. Both these 
sermons were published, under the 
respective titles of " The Christian 
Theory of the Origin of the Chris¬ 
tian Life," and "Tho Breaking 
Net/* Dr. Magee was appointed 
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Bishop of Peterborough in 1808, on 
the death of Dr. Jeune, being, it 
ia said, the only Trinity College 
Dublin niftu ever appointed to an 
English see. He has from tune 
to time taken part in the debates 
of tlie House of Lords, and 
his speech against the Bill for 
the disestablishment of the Irish 
Church was a remarkable specimen 
of impassioned eloquence. Pour 
sermons preached by him at Nor¬ 
wich, in " Defence and Confirma¬ 
tion of the Faith/’ attracted nnaeli 
attention, and were translated into 
several continental languages. In 
1871 he delivered ancl published u 
" Charge/* in which lie treats of 
the Athanasian Creed with great 
force and ability. He presided 
over the Church Congress at Lei¬ 
cester in 1880. 

MAGUIRE, The Rev. Robert, D.D., 
son of "Willium Maguire, Esq., 
Inspector of Taxes of the city of 
Dublin, born in that city in 1826, 
was educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he graduated in 
first-class honours in 1846, as a 
moderator and medallist of his 
class. Having been ordained, be 
held the curacy of St. Nicholas, 
Cork, from 1849 till 1852, when he 
became Clerical Secretary of the 
Islington Protestant Institute. He 
was appointed Sunday afternoon 
Lecturer, of St. Luke’s, Old Street, 
in 1856 ; Vicar of Clerkenwell in 
1857; and Early Morning Lec¬ 
turer at St. Swithin’s, London 
Stone, in 1864. After the Fenian 
Explosion at Clerkenwell (Dec. Ill, 
1867) Dr. Maguire was appointed 
Chairman of the Relief Committee, 
which raised upwards of 10,000 for 
the relief of the sufferers. In June, 
1875, the Queen, on the recommen¬ 
dation of the late Earl of Beacons- 
field, presented him to the rectory 
of St. Olave’s, Southwark. He has 
written several controversial and 
other religious works, including 
"Perversion and Conversion; or. 
Cause and Effect/ 1 1854; "The 
Seven Churches of Asia/ 1 1857; 


" Expository Lectures on Bun- 
yau’s f Pilgrim’s Progress/ ” 1850 ; 
"Things Present and Things to 
Come/ 1 I860, since ro-issued (2nd 
edit.) as Mottoes for the Million; 
or. Evenings with my Working 
Men,” 1SGU; f * Self: its Dangers, 
Doubts, and Duties/’ 1862; * f The 
Miracles of Christ, Expository and 
Critical/’ 1863; "St. Peter Non- 
Komun in his Mission, Ministry, 
and Martyrdom,” 1871. Dr. Ma¬ 
guire has added to the above in 
more recent years, three volumes 
of poems—the "Lyra Evangcliea/’ 
" Sighs and Songs of Earth/’ and 
" Melodies of the Fatherland ” 
(translations from the German); 
anil has also edited, with copious 
annotations, the two volumes of 
" Cassell's Illustrated Bunyan,” 
ISli t-65. 

MAGRAT^The Rev. John Riohard, 
D.D., son of Nicholas Mugrafch, 
Surgeon, K. N., of Manor House, 
Guernsey, was born in Guernsey, 
January 20th, 1839, and educated 
at Elizabeth College, before pro¬ 
ceeding to Oxford, where he gained 
a Scholarship at Oriel College. He 
graduated B.A., with a first-class 
in 18C0, was Johnson’s Theological 
Scholar (Queen’s College), 1861, 
and took his M.A. degree 1868. 
From 1860-78 he was Fellow of 
Queen's College; Chaplain from 
1867-78, and Bursar from 1674-78. 
In 1878 he took the degrees of 
B.D, and D.D., and was elected 
Provost of Queen’s College. Dr. 
Magrath has published " A Plea 
for the Study of Theology in 
the University of Oxford/ 1 1868; 
n Selections from Aristotle’s Or¬ 
ganon, 18C8, 2nd ed. 1877; ff Two 
papers on University Reform/ 1 
1876. 

MAH AFP Y, The Rev. John Pent- 
land, was horn Feb. 26, 1839, at 
Ohnppommirc, near Vevay, on the 
Lake of Geneva, in Switzerland, 
and was educated in Germany by 
his parents, till he entered Trinity 
College, Dublin, in 185G. He was 
elected to a scholarship in 1858, 
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and obtained two Senior Moderator- 
ships (in Classics and in Philo¬ 
sophy) at his degree in 1859; gained 
his Fellowship by competition in 
1864; was appointed Precentor of 
the Chapel, with control of the 
college choir, in 1867; Professor 
of Ancient History, 1871 (which 
office he now holds) ; and Don- 
ncllim lecturor in 1873 ; he received 
the degree of D.D. in 1886. He 
was decorated with the Gold Cross 
of the Order of the Saviour by the 
King of Greece in 1877, and was 
elected an Honorary Fellow of 
Queen's College, Oxford, in 1882. 
Mr. Makaffylms published a trans¬ 
lation of Kuno Fischer's "Com¬ 
mentary on Kant," 1866; “Twelve 
Lectures on Primitive Civilisa¬ 
tion," 1808 ; ,f Prolegomena to 
Ancient History," 1871; “Kant's 
Critical Philusopliy for English 
Headers," 1S71; " Greek Social 
Life from Homer to Menander," 
387L 5th ed., 1880; "Greek An¬ 
tiquities," 1876; "Rambles and 
Studies in Greece," 1876, 2nd ed., 
1878; "Greek Education, 1879; 
“ A History of Classical Greek 
Literature, 2 vols., 1880, 2nd ed„ 
1883; " a Report on the Irish 
Grammar Schools (in the Royal 
Commission of 1880-81) ; " The 
Decay of Modern Preaching," 1882; 
"The Story of Alexander's Em¬ 
pire," 1886 i and has edited the 
English edition of "Duruy'sRoman 
History,” 1883-86; besides many 
papers in periodicals and reviews. 
He is likewise known us a sports¬ 
man. He is an experienced salmon 
fisher, and has shot in the Irish 
Eight at Wimbledon, and played 
with the Eleven of Ireland at 
cricket. Mr. Mahaffy is Examiner 
and Lecturer in Trinity College, 
Dublin, in Classics, 3’hilosophy, 
Music, and Modem Languages. 

MAINE, Sir Henry James Sumner, 
K.C.S J., LL.D., F.R.S., son of the 
late James Maine, Esq., M.D., by 
Eliza, daughter of Andrew Fell, 
Esq., of CaverBham. Grove, Oxford¬ 
shire, was bom in 1822, and at 1 


the usual age entered Pembroke 
College, Cambridge. His under¬ 
graduate career was one of re¬ 
markable brilliancy, as will be seen 
by an enumeration of the honours 
he obtainod during his University 
course. In 1812 he obtained Sir 
William Browne's medal for a 
Greek ode, the Camden modal, and 
the Chancellor's Medal for English 
poetry. In the year following he 
was elected Craven Soholar, and 
was awarded Sir William Browne's 
medal for a Latin ode and epigrams. 
He graduated BA. in 1811, when 
he attained the distinction of Senior 
Classic, Senior Chancellor’s Clas¬ 
sical Medallist, and likewise ob¬ 
tained mathematical honours as a 
Senior Optimo. No Fellowship 
being vacant at Pembroke College, 
the authorities of Trinity Hall 
offered to Mr. Maine the office of 
Tutor of that college, which he 
aeceijtod, and he became a member 
of Trinity Hall and discharged the 
duties of Tutor for two years. In 
1SJ7 he was selected as Regius 
Professor of the Civil Law on the 
retirement of the Rev. J. W. Gel- 
dart, a half-brother of the late 
Master of Trinity Hall, from that 
office. The promotion of Mr. Maine 
to a Professorship at the early ago 
of 25 was an exceptional advance¬ 
ment. He, however, only hold the 
appointment until 185J, when he 
relinquished it to undertake tho 
duties of Reader on Jurisprudence 
at the Middle Temple. Mr. Maine 
had been called to the Bur in 
1850. In 1862 he proceeded to 
India on being appointed Law 
Member of the Supreme Govern¬ 
ment, and during his tenure of this 
office originated a large number of 
legislative improvements. After 
nearly seven years of noble work 
done for Indian progress, he re¬ 
turned to England in Oct., 1861), and 
was elected to the newly-created 
Corpus Professorship of Jurispru¬ 
dence in the University of Oxford 
in 1870. In Nov., 1871, he was ap¬ 
pointed a member of the Council of 
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tho Eecivtary of State for India, 
on which occasion he was created a 
K.C.S.I, In 1835, ho was offered 
the Peruianent Under-Secret air¬ 
ship of State at tho Homo Office, 
hut he declined it. In 18/5 he 
delivered the Rede Lecture at 
Cambridge, the &ul >ject 1 icing " The 
effects of Observation of India on 
Modern European Thought.” This 
lecture altracted considerable at¬ 
trition, and was published in a 
pamphlet form. After the death 
of Dr. Goldin i, Master of Trinity 
Ilall, Cambridge, the Fellows of 
that College were unable to agree 
in the choice of his successor. One 
party was in favour of the liev. II. 
Latham, the Senior Fellow, while 
an equal mnnl or desired to elect 
PruiV-sor Fawcett. In these cir¬ 
cumstances, and in order to prevent 
the appointment lapsing tu the 
Duke of Devonshire, Chancellor of 
the University, the Fellows con¬ 
sulted to a compromise ; and, by a 
unanimous vote, elected Sir IT. 
Maine to the vacant mastership. 
Doc. 27, 1877. In Mny, 1S7S ho 
signified to the Vice-Chancellor of 
the University of Oxford his inten¬ 
tion to resign the Corpus Piofos^or- 
ship of Jurisprudence at the end of 
the year. Previously to his resigna¬ 
tion he delivered (Nov., 1378), in 
tho hall of Corpus Cliristi College, 
Oxford, a series of lectures on 
“ Modeim Theories of succession to 
property after death, and the cor¬ 
rections of them suggested by 
recent researches.” His works are 
“ Roman Law* and Legal Educa¬ 
tion/* in “ Cambridge Essays/* 
1858; “ Ancient Law: its connec¬ 
tion with the Early History of 
Society, and its relation to Modem 
Ideas/* 1801; “ Village* Commu¬ 
nities in the East and We&t: Six 
Lectures delivered at Oxford,” 
1871 ; and “ Lectures on the Early j 
Hislory of Institutions/* 1873; 

*' Dissertations on Early Law and | 
Custom ; chiefly selected from Lee-: 
tures delivered at Oxford/* 1883 j j 
ff Popular Government,” 1883. On ! 


April 23, 1883, he was elected a 
Foreign Associate of tho French 
Academy of Moral and Political 
Sciences, in the place of tho late 
| Ralph Waldo Emerson. 

MAJOR. Richard Henry, F.S.A., 

' and member of many home and 
foreign learned societies, born in 
London in 1S18, was placed in 
charge of thu maps and oLuirtb in 
the Printed Book Department of 
the British Museum in Jan., 1811. 
In January, 1807, the collection 
was raised into a Department, of 
which Mr. Major was appointed 
ff Keeper.” He was the Honorary 
►Secretary, from 1840 till 1858, of 
the Hakluyt Society, for which hu 
edited “ Select Letters of Christo¬ 
pher Columbus,” published in 
1847; “ Tlu* History of Tr.imile into 
Virginia Britannia, by W. Straehoy, 
first Secretary of the Colony/ 1 in 
3810 ; " Notes upon Russia,” which 
lie translated from the Latin of 
Jlerberstein, in 1851-32 ; and 
wrote Introductions to “Mendoza's 
China/* edited by Sir George 
Staunton, Bart., in 1353, and to 
“ Tartar Conquerors in CJiina/ J 
edited by tho Earl of Ellesmere, 
in 3851. He edited " India in tho 
Fifteenth Century,” in 1S57; and 
“ Early Voyages to Terra Aus¬ 
tralis/* in 1851), showing indica¬ 
tions of discovery by the Portuguese 
in tho first ha If of the sixteenth 
century, but with no discoverer’s 
name. As a bcfiuel, Mr, Major 
read before the Society of Anti¬ 
quaries, in 1801, a letter on a MS. 
document, in the British Museum, 
by which the honour of tho first 
authenticated discovery of Aus¬ 
tralia seemed to be transferred, 
from Holland to Portugal, the date 
of the protended discovery being 
Itilil. In recognition of the im¬ 
portance of these re-marches, Dam 
Pedro V., King of Portugal, eon- 
feuvd <>n Mr. Major the Knight¬ 
hood of tin* Tower and Sword. 3n 
1805 he communicated to the So* 
eicty of Antiquaries an elaborate 
memoir on a mappemonde by Leo- 
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tturdo da Vinci, being the earliest 
known map containing the name 
of America, now in the Royal Col¬ 
lection ab Windsor. In 18G8 he 
published his M Life of Prince 
Henry of Portugal surnamed the 
Navigator, and its results/’ a work 
pronounced " classical" in Ger¬ 
many, Portugal, and England. In 
testimony of approbation of this 
work, Pom Luis I., the present 
King of Portugal, raised Mr. Major 
to the rank of Officer of the Tower 
and Sword, and sent him, as a 
special compliment, the Collar of 
the Order in gold. His Majesty 
since conferred on liiin the rank of 
Knight Commander of "the most 
ancient and noble " Order of Sant¬ 
iago ; and in acknowledgment of 
the value of the same work, the 
Emperor of Brazil made him a 
Knight Officer of the Order of the 
Pose of Brazil. In 1873 the 
original MS. work of Eredia, the 
supposed first authenticated dis¬ 
coverer of Australia, was found in 
the Royal Burgundian Library at 
Brussels, when Mr. Major was the 
first to detect, and expose in the 
Archseologia, the pretended dis¬ 
coverer UB an impostor. In 1873 
Mr. Major edited for the Hakluyt 
Society the f ‘ Voyages of the Vene¬ 
tian Brothers Nieol6 and Antonio 
Zeno to the Northern Seas in the 
Fourteenth Century ; comprising 
the latest known accounts of the 
lost Colony of Greenland and of 
the Northmen in America before 
Columbus." Having unriddled all 
the puzzles in this book, which had 
been declared by the learned John 
Pinkerton, in his History of Scot¬ 
land, to be fr one of the most puz¬ 
zling in the whole circle of litera¬ 
ture," Mr. Major had the honour 
to receive from His Majesty the 
King of Italy, in recognition of his 
successful labours, the rank of 
Knight Commander of the Crown 
of Italy, Mr. Major was one of 
the Vice-Presidents of the Royal 
Geographical Society, from 1881 to 
1884, having previously been for 


sixteen years one of its Honorary 
Secretaries. 

MALAN, The Rev. Solomon Csesar, 
D.D., son of tbc late Rev. Caesar 
Malan, D.D., of Geneva, was born 
in 1812, and educated at St. Ed¬ 
mund Hall, Oxford, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1837, "having ob¬ 
tained the Boden Sanscrit, and 
the Pusey and Ellcrton Hebrew 
Scholarships, together with a 
second-class in classics. In 1838 
he went to Calcutta as Classical 
Professor in Bishop's College, was 
ordained deacon, and in 1839 be¬ 
came Secretary to the Asiatic 
Society of Bengal. Returning to 
England, he was admitted into 
Balliol College, whence ho took 
his M.A. degroe in 1843, and after 
being ordained priest, was ap¬ 
pointed Vicar of Broadwindsor, 
Dorset, 1845, and Prebendary of 
Sarum in 1871, a dignity which ho 
resigned in 1875. Dr, Malan has 
translated many volumes ol‘ prayors 
and sermons, etc., from Armenian, 
Arabic, and other Eastern lan¬ 
guages, and has written a number 
of works on theological subjects, 
amongst which may be mentioned 
" An Outline of the Early Jewish 
Church," and w On Ritualism." 
He has also published chants and 
other musical compositions. 

MALET,The Right Eon. Sir Edward 
Baldwin, G.C.M G., K.C.B., bora 
at tbc Hague, Oct. 10,1837, is the 
son of Sir Alexander Charles Malot, 
K.C.B., formerly British Minister 
at Frankfort. He was educated at 
Eton, and at Corpus Clxristi College, 
Oxford, and entered the diplomatic 
service in 1854 as attache at Frank¬ 
fort. In 1858 he was transferred 
to Brussels, to Rio do Jauoiro in 
1801, and to Washington in 1862, 
where he was made Second Secre¬ 
tary. In 1805 lie served at Lisbon 
and Constantinople j was appointed 
to act temporarily aB a super¬ 
numerary Second Secretary at Paris 
in July, 1867, and was transferred 
to Paris in January, 1868. He was 
at Versailles through the siege. 
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Luring the Commune he was 
Charge dea Archives j was made 
a C.i3., July 10, 1871, and promoted 
to be Secretary of Legation at 
Tobin in August of the same year. 
From 1873 to 1875 he was acting 
Charge d* Affaires at Athens., and 
then proceeded to Home as Socre- 
tiry of Embassy. In connection 
with the renewal of the Treaty of 
Commerce with Italy, Sir Edward 
Malet visited tho manufacturing 
districts, and was appointed with 
Mr. Kennedy to confer with the 
Italian Commissioner in November, 
1875, with respect to the renewal 
of the Treaty of August G, 1863, 
between Great Britain and Italy. 
On April 20,1878 he was appointed 
Minister Plenipotentiary at Con¬ 
stantinople in the absence of the 
Ambassador. The following year 
ho went to Egypt as Agent-Consul- 
General, and a Minister Plenipo¬ 
tentiary in the diplomatic service. 
Was made a K.C.B, in 18S1, and 
received the medal and Khedive’s 
star for his services in Egypt in 
1882, In August, 1883, he was 
promoted to be Envoy Extraordi¬ 
nary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
at Brussels, and Ambassador at 
Berlin, Sept. 20,1881. Sir Edward 
Malet was sworn a Privy Councillor 
in March, 1885, and in June of the 
sjune year was made a G.C.M.G. 
lie married Lady Ermyntrude, 
daughter of the Dube of Bedford. 

MALLET, The Bight Hon. Sir 
Louis, C.B., son of the late John 
Lewis Mallet, Esq., of Hampstead, 
Mid«Uesex, by Frances, daughter 
of John Herman Merivale, Esq., 
of Barton Pl:ui«\ Devon, and grand¬ 
son of the eminent French Publicist 
Mallet du Pax, was born in London, 
March lith, 1823, and educated 
privately. He entered tho public 
service as a clerk in the Audit 
Office in 1839. Tlu*re he remained 
eight years, when he was trans¬ 
ferred to the Board of Trade in 
1817. His literary skill, added to 
liis official experience, rendered j 
him peculiarly adapted to the post | 


of private secret'iry to the Presi¬ 
dent of the Board of Trade, and 
he assisted in that capacity, first, 
Mr. Labouchere (afterwards Lord 
Taunton) from 18*13 to 1832, and, 
secondly, Lord Stanley of Alderley, 
from 1855 to 1857. In Jan. 1860, 
Mr. Cobden signed the Commei’cinl 
Treaty with France, and in April 
of that year the English Govern¬ 
ment sent a commission to Paris, 
with Mr. Cobden as Chief Commis¬ 
sioner and Mr. Mallet and Mr. 
Ogil vie as Assistant Commissioners, 
for the purpose of making a tariff. 
Mr. Madlet soon impressed Mi*. 
Cobden by "his strong intelligence 
aud efficiency,” and during the six 
months that the Commission re¬ 
mained in Paris he took his full 
share in the long discussions that 
were held with French officials 
and manufacturers. Mr. Cobden’s 
Commercial Treaty might have 
possessed little real importance 
but for the successful drawing up 
of a satisfactory tariff, and with the 
latter achievement the name of Sir 
Louis Mallet will be permanently 
associated. In questions connected 
with Commercial Treaties Mr. 
Mallet’s authority, particularly 
after Mr. Cobden’s death in 1865, 
stood high. He consequently found 
incessant employment at the Board 
of Trade, and in 1865 he was ap¬ 
pointed an English member of the 
Mixed Commission which met at 
Yienna for the purpose of examin¬ 
ing into an Austrian tariff. His 
Austrian labours, which ended in 
tho conclusion of treaties of com¬ 
merce and navigation, covered a 
period of two years, not terminating 
till the latter part of 1SG7. In 
1866 he was made a C.B., and in 
Dec. 1868, he received the honour 
of knighthood. In 1872 he retired 
from the Board of Trade, and was 
immediately nominated to the 
Indian Council. He remained 
during two years a member of the 
Secretary of State’s Council; but 
| in’ Feb. 1874, on the death of his 
| relative, Mr. Herman Merivale, he 
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was offered by tho Duke of Argyll 
tbe post of Permnnent Secretary 
of State. In tlio following year bo 
paid ti visit to India. In 1881, he re¬ 
presented (in conjunction with Lord 
Roay), the government of India at 
the International Monetary Con¬ 
ference held at Paris in that year. 
In IS 80 he retired from tbe post 
of Permanent Under-Secretary of 
State for India, and bis name was 
added to the roll of tbe Privy 
Council. Sir Louis Mallet is tbe 
author of a treatise on ,f Reci¬ 
procity / 1 printed for tlxc Cohden 
Club in 1879. 

MALLOCK, William Harrell, 
son of the Bov. Roger Mnllock of 
Cockington Court, South Devon, 
was born in Devonshire in 1819. 
Ilis mother is a daughter of the late 
Yl»u. R. Burrell Fronde, Arch¬ 
deacon of Totnes, and sister of 
Mr. Anthony Fronde, the historian. 
Mr. Mullock was educated by a 
private tutor, the Rev. W. B. Pliil- 
pot, of Littlehampton, Sussex, and 
afterwards at Balliol College, Ox¬ 
ford, where in 1871 lie gained the 
Newdigate Prize Poem, the subject 
being “Tbe Isthmus of Suez/* He 
took, at Oxford, a second-class in 
tlie final classical schools. Mr. 
Mallock has never entered any 
profession, though at one time lie 
contemplated the diplomatic ser¬ 
vice. “ The New Republic,” most 
of which he wrote when he was 
at Oxford, was published in 1870, 
having first appeared in a frag¬ 
mentary form in Belgravia. A year 
latm' he published * ‘ The New Paul 
and Virginia.” In 1879 he pub¬ 
lished “Is Life worth Living?” 
which first appeared in Fragments 
in the Contemporary Review and the 
Nineteenth Century. In 1880 ho 
brought out a small edition of 
“Poems,” written, most of them, 
many years previously. The fol¬ 
lowing year lie published “ A Ro¬ 
mance of tho Nineteenth Century j” 
and in 1682 " Social Equality: a 
Study in a Missing Science,” the 
substance of which had already 


appeared in fragments in the Nine¬ 
teenth Century and the Contemporary 
during the three previous years. 
In 1S81 he published “Property 
and Progress,” an examination of 
the theories of contemporary radical 
and socialistic agitation. This had 
been formorly published in tlic 
Quarterly Rcviciu in tho shape of 
three essays. Tho year following 
ho published “Atheism and tho 
Value of Life, or Five Studies in 
Contemporary Literature,” being 
criticisms of Professor Clifford, 
Lord Tennyson, George Eliot, tbe 
Author of ff Ecce Homo,” and 
Herbert Spencer. His latest work 
(18S6) is " The Old Order Changes,” 
a novel first published in the 
National Review. 

MALMESBURY (Earl of), The 
Right Hon. James Howard Har¬ 
ris, G.O.B., eldest son of the late 
earl, and grandson of the celebrated 
diplomatist in the ruign of George 
[II., bom in London, March 25, 
1807, wa 9 educated at Eton and 
Oriel College, Oxford, whore he 
graduated B.A. in 1828. Having 
been elected a member in the Con¬ 
servative interest for the borough of 
Wilton in June, 1841,he succeeded 
to the peerage on the death of his 
father, the second earl. Sept. 10 , in 
that year. His lordship, as Secre¬ 
tary of State for Foreign AffairB in 
Lord Derby’s first administration 
in 1852, by boing the first to 
recognise tho French empire, con¬ 
tributed to bring about tho good 
understanding which, with slight 
interruption, subsequently existed 
between Napoleon III. and the 
Court of St. James’s. Lord Malmes¬ 
bury held tho same position in 
Lord Derby’s second administra¬ 
tion in 1858-9, when he laboiuod 
zealously to avert the war between 
Franco and Italy and Austria. On 
the formation of Lord Derby’s 
Ihird administration, in lSfiG, Lord 
Malmesbury, fooling unequal, on 
account of failing health, to the 
labours* imposed upon a Foreign 
Minister, became Lord Keeper of the 
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Privy Seal, which office he retained 
till Dec. 18G8. lie was re-appointecl 
to the latter office iu Pel). 1871, 
and resigned it Aug. 12,18/6. His 
lordship, who edited ** f The Dinrit-h 
and CoiTe&iiondence ” of hiss grand¬ 
father, published in 15 U, and 
" The First Lord Malmesbury: his 
Family and Friends. A Series of 
Letters from 1715 to 1820,” 2 vols. 
8 vo, London, 1870, published in 1884 
" Memoirs of an Ex-Minister” (his 
own life and Lord Derby’s threu 
administm tions) j was made a Privy 
Councillor Feb. 28, 1832, and 
G.C.B. June 14, 1839, and was 
one of the General Committee 
of Fine Aids in the International 
Exhibition of 1862. He married, 
in 1880, Corisande, daughter of the 
Earl of Tankervillo, who died in 
1870, and manned again, in 1880, 
Susan, daughter of John Hamilton, 
Esq., of Fyne Park, Somerset. 

MANCHESTER, Bishop of. (See 
Moorhou&e, Dr.) 

MANISTY, The Hon. Sir Henry, 
son of the late Rev. James Manisty, 
B.D., Yioar of Edlingham, North¬ 
umberland, was bom at Edling- 
liani in 1808, and educated at the 
Durham Grammar School. He 
practised as a solicitor from 1831 
to 1845 } was called to the Bar at 
Gray’s Inn in the last-named 
year, was appointed one of Her 
Majesty’s Counsel in 1837j and a 
Judge of the High Court of 
Justice (Queers Bench Division; 
in Nov. 1876, on which occasion 
he received the honour of knight¬ 
hood. 

MANN, Horace, son of Thomas 
Mann, Esq., solicitor, and after¬ 
wards Chief Clerk in the General 
Register Office, was born Oet. 4, 
1823, and educated privately and at 
Mercers’ School, London. He en¬ 
tered at Lincoln’s Inn in 1842, and 
was called to the Bar in 1347, 
practising on the Home Circuit 
until, in Oct. 1850, he wa* apipointed 
Assistant Commissioner for con¬ 
ducting the Census of 1851. In 
that capacity he wrote special 


Reports on “Education” and 
“ Religion* Worship,” In Juno, 
1833 lie was appointed Registryi\ 
and in Decern! it, 1S/5, Secretary, 
to the Civil Service Commission. 

MANNERS, The Right Hon. Lord 
John Jamos Robert, G.fM!., >1.1*., 
second son of the late JohnIbmry, 
fifth Duke of Rutland, by the Lady 
Elizabeth Howard, fifth daughter 
of Frederick, fifth Earl of C.irlide, 
born at Bel voir Castle, Leicestei- 
shire, Dec. 13, ISIS, was educated 
at Eton and Trinity College, Cam¬ 
bridge, where he graduated M.A. 
in 1839, and was one of the earliest 
members of the Camden Society, 
established for the purpose of pro¬ 
moting church restoration upon 
the principles of Gothic architec¬ 
ture. It was at the University 
that he originally became inspired 
with those half-fantastic, half-Uto¬ 
pian, yet wholly chivalrous ideas, 
which eventually resulted in the 
social and political movement set 
on foot by the little band of politi¬ 
cians, who were derisively styled 
“Young Englanders.” In June, 
1841, he was, with Mr. Gladstone, 
returned member in the Conserva¬ 
tive interest for the borough of 
Newark, but he did not present 
himself again to that constituency 
at the general election in Aug. 
1817. He was defeated in a contest 
for Liverpool in the latter year, and 
in another content for the City of 
London with Baron Rothschild, in 
June, 1819, but he was returned for 
Colchester in Feb. 1S50, and con¬ 
tinued to represent that borough 
till March, 1837, when he was 
elected for North Leicestershire. 
He made his maiden speech in Feb. 
1811, when he opposed the repeal 
of the Com Laws, advocating, sub¬ 
sequently, the cultivation of diplo¬ 
matic relations with the See of 
Rome, and of a better understand¬ 
ing with the Irish priesthood, a 
relaxation of the law of mortmain, 
and the passing of the Ten Hours 
Factories Act, and in many other 
matters showing that he held too 
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broad opinions to act always with 
his party, though he opposed Sir 
R. Peel’s free-trade measures in 
18and from that time identi¬ 
fied himself completely with the 
Conservatives. He was appointed 
First Commissioner of the Office of 
Works, with a seat in the Cabinet, 
and sworn a Privy Councillor in 
Lord Derby’s firt>t administration 
in 1832, held the same post in Lord 
Derby’s second administration in 
1838-9, and was re-appointed in 
Lord Derby’s third administration, 
18GG-7. On the return of the Con¬ 
servatives to office in Feb. 1874, he 
was appointed Postmaster-Gene ml, 
and he held that post till the Con¬ 
servatives went out of office in 
April, 1880, when ho was created a 
G.C.D. In 1SS3 he was returned for 
the now Melton Division of Leices¬ 
tershire, and was Post - Master- 
General in Lord Salisbury’s Govern¬ 
ment. The honorary degree of 
D.C.L. was conferred upon him by 
the University of Oxford in 1876. 
Lord John Manners, who is heir 
presumptive to the dukedom of 
Rutland, is a Btaunch defender of 
the rights of the Church, a sup¬ 
porter of the agricultural interest, 
and has acted for many years as 
Chairman of the Tithe Redemption 
Trust, His first literary perform¬ 
ance was "England’s Trust; and 
other Poems,” 1841. Appended to 
this volume are some minor pieces, 
headed "Memorials of otherLands,” 
commemorative of Lord John’s ex¬ 
cursion, in company with his elder 
brother, then Marquis of Granby 
(now Duke of Rutland), through 
France, Spain, Switzerland, and 
Italy. His other works are: " A 
Plea for National Holy-days,” 3843; 
"Notes of an Irish Tom',” 1819; 
"Notes of a Cruise in Scotch 
Waters on board the Duke of Rut¬ 
land’s Yacht, Resolutions in 1818,” 
Lond., 1860, a handsome folio 
volume embellished with sketches 
by John Christian Schetky, Esq.; 
"English Ballads and other Poems,” 
1860; "The Factories Bill, a 


Spcoch,” 1850; "The Church of 
England in the Colonies,” a lecture, 
1831; " The Importance of Litera¬ 
ture to Mon of Business,” one of a 
series of lectures so entitled, 1852; 
"Speech on the Abolition of Church 
Rates,” 1856. His lordship married 
first, in 1851, Catharine Louisa 
Georgiana, daughter of the late 
Col. Morlay, C.B. (she died April 7, 
1851); and secondly, in 1862, 
Janetta, eldest daughter of Thomas 
Hughan, Esq. In 18SG he was 
returned unopposed for the Melton 
division of Leicestershire, and was 
appointed Chancellor of the Ducliy 
of Lancaster in Lord Salisbury’s 
second administration. His eldest 
son, Mr. Henry Manners, is private 
secretary to Lord Salisbury. 

MANNING^ Daniel, Secretary of 
the U.S. Treasury, was born at 
Albany, N.Y., Aug, 10th, 1831. 
Losing his father at an early age, 
he was compelled to support him¬ 
self, and soon became connected 
with the Albany Atlas , a paper 
afterwards merged in the Albany 
Argus. Working his way up from 
office-boy, through the composing- 
room to the reportorial and editorial 
staff, by 1878 he had second control 
of the paper, and had become presi¬ 
dent of the Argus Publishing Co., a 
position still retained by him. On 
the accession to the Presidency of 
Mr. Cleveland in March, 1885, Mr. 
Manning was appointed Secretary 
of the Treasury. 

MANNING, His Eminence Henry 
Edward, Cardinal Priest of the 
Holy Roman Church and Arch¬ 
bishop of Westminister, son of the 
late William Manning, Esq., M.P., 
merchant, of London, bora at Tot- 
teridge, Hertfordshire, July 15, 
1808, was educated, at Harrow and 
Balliol College, Oxford, where ho 
graduated B.A. in first-class 
honours in 1830, and became Fellow 
of Merton College. He was for 
some time one of the select 
preachers in .the University of 
Oxford, was appointed Rector of 
Lavington and Graffham, Sussex, 
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183 J, and Archdeacon of Chichester 
in 18 iO. These preferments he 
resigned in 1831 on joining the 
Roman Catholic Church, in which 
he entered the priesthood, and in 
1857 founded an ecclesiastical 
congregation at Bayswater, en¬ 
titled the Oblates of St. Charles 
Borromeo. The degree of D.D. 
was conferred upon him at Rome, 
and the oflicc of Provost of the 
Catholic Archdiocese of West¬ 
minster, Protonotary Apostolic, 
and Domestic Prelate to the Pope. 
After the death of his Eminence 
Cardinal Wiseman, Munsignor 
Manning was consecrated Arch¬ 
bishop of Westminster, June 8, 
18G5. Pope Pius IX. created him a 
Cardinal Priest, March 15, 1875, 
the title assigned to him being that 
of SS. Andrew and Gregory on the 
Ctfilian Hill. The same Pontiff in¬ 
vested. him with the CardinaTa Hat 
in a consistory held at the Vatican, 
Dee. 31,1877. Dr. Manning wrote 
four volumes of Sermons and other 
works before 1830 ; since that date j

! MARCH, Francis Andrew, LL.D,, 

I born at MiUbury, Massachusetts, 
Oct. 25, 1845, graduated at Am¬ 
herst College in 1825; and was 
tutor there until 1849, when 
having in the meantime studied 
law, he -was admitted to the Hew 
York bar, 1850. He subsequently 
engaged in teaching in Virginia, 
1852-55, and in 1858 was chosen 
Professor of the English Language 
and Comparative Philology in La- 
| fayetto College, Easton, Pennsyl- 
! vania, a position which he still 
retains. He has devoted himself 
specially to the Anglo-Saxon lan¬ 
guage, ranks among the foremost 
scholars in that department, and 
in 1873 was chosen President of 
the American Philological Abfo- 
ciation. He is chairman of the 
Committee of that Association, 
appointed in 1871, which is work- 
1 ing with a committee of the Philo¬ 
logical Society of England for n 
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scholarly anti authoritative revision 
of English spelling, and has pre¬ 
pared addresses, articles and re¬ 
ports oji that subject for various 
associations and for the U.S. Bureau 
of Education (1880). He 1ms also 
taken the direction, since 1870, of 
the work in America for the " His¬ 
torical Dictionary of the English 
Language” of the Philological So¬ 
ciety of England, now in publica¬ 
tion by the University of Oxford. 
He is President of the Spelling 
Deform Association, Councillor of 
the American Educational Asso¬ 
ciation, Vice-President of the Now 
Sliakespcro Society ami honorary 
member of the Philological Society 
of London. Besides philological 
contributions to periodicals and 
learned societies, lie has published, 
" A Method of Philological Study 
of the English Language/’ 1803 ; 
"Parser and Analyzer for Begin¬ 
ners/' 1869; “ Anglo-Saxon Gram¬ 
mar/’ 1870 ; and “ An Introduc¬ 
tion to Anglo-Saxon/’ 1871. He also 
edited a volume of " Latin Hymns/ 3 
and a series of "Christian Greek 
and Latin Writers.” 

MABJ0RIBANKS, The Bight 
Hon. Edward, M.P., born in London 
July 8,1819, is the eldest son of 
Lord Tweedmoutli. He was edu¬ 
cated at Harrow, and at Christ 
Church, Oxford, which he left 
without taking a degree. He was 
called to the Bar at the Inner 
Temple in 187*4, and mart ied in 1873 
Lady Fanny Spencer Churchill, 
third, daughter of the 7th Duke of 
Marlborough. In 1880 he was 
elected member for Berwickshire 
in the Liberal interest, nnd in 1883 
moved the Address in answer to 
the speech from the Throne. In 
February, 18BG, he waB appointed 
Comptroller of Her Majesty 3 s 
Household, second whip to the 
Liberal Party, and sworn a Privy 
Councillor. In 1883-84 he served 
as Chairman of the Select Com¬ 
mittee on Harbour Accommoda¬ 
tion, and is a member of tho Royal 
Commission on 'Trawling. He was 


again returned for Berwickshire in 
1880. 

MARKBY, William, fifth son of 
the Rev. William Heniy Markby, 
B.D., rector of Duxford St. Peter, 
in tlie county of Cambridge, was 
educated at King Edward’s School, 
Bury St. Edmunds, mid Merton 
College, Oxford (B.A. 1850, M.A. 
1853, D.C.L. 1879). He was called 
to the Bar, 1856, and became Re¬ 
corder of Buckingham, 1865-6; 
Judge of the High Court at Cal¬ 
cutta,! 806-1878; and was appointed 
Reader of Indian Law in the Uni¬ 
versity of Oxford, 1878, which 
office ho still holds. Ho is a Fellow 
of All Souls nnd of Balliol Colleges, 
and Justice of the Peace for the 
comity of Oxford. Ho has written 
" The Elements of Law” (Oxford, 
Clarendon Press). 

MARKHAM,Clements Bobert,C.B., 
F.R.S., F.S.A., son of the Rev. 
David F. Markham, canon of Wind¬ 
sor, and of Catherine, daughter of 
Sir W. Milner, Bart., of Nunapple- 
ton,co. York, was born July 20,1830, 
at Stillingfleet, near York, was edu¬ 
cated at Westminster School, and 
entered the Navy in 1844. He was 
appointed Naval Cadet on board 
H.M.S. Cvllingivood , bearing the 
flag of Sir George Seymour, on tho 
Pacific station. Midshipman in 1810, 
passed for a lieutenant in 1850, and 
left the Navy in 1851. He became 
n clerk in the Board of Control In 
1855, Assistant Sect eta ry in the 
India Office in 1807, and was placed 
in charge of the geographical de¬ 
partment of the India Office in 1SG8. 
From 1802 to 3861 he was Private 
Secretary to Mr. T. G. Baring (now 
Earl of Northbrook). He was ap¬ 
pointed Secretary to the Hakluyt 
Society in 1858, and was eleoted 
Secretary of the Royal Geographi¬ 
cal Society in 1863. Mr. Markham 
served in the Arctic expedition in 
search of Sir John Franklin in 1830- 
51 j explored Perm, and the forests 
of the Eastern Andes in 1852-54; 
introduced the cultivation of the 
chinehona plant from South Arne- 
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lica into India in 1SG0-G1 j visited 
Ceylon and India in 18G 5-GG j served 
as geographer to the Abyssinian 
expedition, and was present at tbc 
storming of Magdala in 18G7-GS; 
and -was created a Companion of 
the Bath in 1S71. In 1871 he was 
created hy the King of Portugal a 
Camniendmloroi the Order of Christ; 
and by the Emperor of Brazil a 
Chevalier of the Order of the Rose. 
He is the author of " Franklin's

MASKS, Henry Stacey, E.A., 
was bom in London, Sept. 13,1829. 
He studied drawing at Leigh's Aca¬ 
demy in Newman Street, and gained 
admission aa a student to the Royal 
Academy in 1851. He was elected 
an Associate of the Royal Academy 
in Jan, 1871; an Associate of the 
Water-Colour Society in March the 
same year ; and a Royal Academi¬ 
cian Dec. 19, 1878. Mr. Marks, 
whoso forte is genre and quaint 
lnediaevaJism, has been a constant 
exhibitor at the Royal Academy

"The Spidoi* and tin 1 Fjy,” 1877; 
" Convocation,” 187S ; Old 
Friends” and " Science in Measure¬ 
ment,” 1S79; "Author and Critics,” 
1881; "Jack Cade and Lord S.vy,” 
1832; "The Old Clock,” "The 
Gentle Craft. ”and f 1 The Prole 
1883; also several decorative works, 
both for private house* and public 
buildings. Among the latter may 
Ire named tho proscenium frieze of 
the Gaiety Th* at re, London, and of 
the Prince's Theatre, Mam/hcAei, 
the " Canterbury Pilgrim*,” and a 
series of 12 panels of biriU iur 
^ Eaton Hall, Chester, tlm seat of 
the Duke of Westminster. 

MARRIOTT, Tho Right Hon. 
William Thackeray, Q.C., M.P., ^on 
of the late Mr. Christopher M ir- 
riott, of Crumpsall, near Mtmchoj- 
tor, wa3 born in 1831, and educated 
at St. John's College, Cambridge. 
He took orders and worked for 
some time as a curate, but feeling 
conscientious scruples ho gavo up 
his clerical career and was called 
to the Bar at Lincoln's Inn in 
18G1. He became a Queen's Coun¬ 
sel in 1S77 and was made a Bencher 
of his Inn in 18/9. He first entered 
Parliament as Liberal member for 
Brighton in 1880, but in 1881, hav¬ 
ing differed from his party on the 
question of the cloture, he ann ounced 
a change in his political opinions 
and accepted the Chiltern Hun¬ 
dreds. He was re-elected as a 
Conservative, and returned as such 
in 1885 and again in 1SS0. In 
Lord Salisbury's first administra¬ 
tion (having been sworn of the 
Privy Council) he was Judge Ad¬ 
vocate General, a post to which ho 
z z 
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was again appointed in 1886. Mr. 
Marriott at ono time gained noto¬ 
riety by lais violent attacks on the 
Liberal party, and in particular on 
Mr. Chamberlain. The truth of 
his charges was on the point of 
being decided in the Law Courts, 
but when Mr. Chamberlain espoused 
the Unionist cause the quarrel was 
made up. 

MABRY AT, Florence (Mrs. Fran¬ 
cis Lean), sixth daughter of the 
late Captain Frederick Marryal, 
R.N., C.B., F.R.S., was born at 
Brighton in Sussex, and educated 
at home. She began to write in 
1805, when her first novel, " Love’s 
Conflict,” was published, since 
which time she has written 43 
works, most of which have been 
republished in America and Ger¬ 
many and translated into French, 
German, Russian, Flemish, and 
Swedish. She was appointed edi¬ 
tor of Loiulon Society in 18/2, and 
has been a constant contributor 
to magazines and newspapers. She 
is known on the stage as an ope¬ 
ratic singer and high-class comedy 
actress, and has been most success¬ 
ful as an entertainer and lecturer. 
Her latest book is "Tom Tiddler’s 
Ground” (1886). 

MARSDEN, Alexander, M.D., 
F.R.C.S., Consulting and Senior 
Surgeon to the Royal Free and 
Cancel* Hospitals, London, is the 
son of the late William Marsden, 
M.D., founder of the above Insti¬ 
tutions. He was born Sept. 22, 
1832, and educated at Wimbledon 
School and King’s College, London. 
He entered the army in 1854 and 
served at the General Hospital, 
Scutari. Early in 1S35 he was ap¬ 
pointed Surgeon to the Ambulance 
Corps before Sebastoxiol, and re¬ 
mained on active service till the end 
of the Crimean war, when he re¬ 
ceived the Crimean and Turkish 
war medals. On his return home, in 
1856, he was appointed full Surgeon 
to the Royal Free and Cancer 
Hospitals, and subsequently Cura¬ 
tor of the Museum and general 


Superintendent of the former Insti¬ 
tution. For fifteen years Dr. Mars¬ 
den worked at these two hospitals, 
seeing as many as 300 patients a 
week at the Royal Free, and about 
70 to 80 at the Cancer. During 
the last twelve y ears ho has devoted 
himself to the latter Institution 
only. In all probability no man 
has had anything like his im¬ 
mense experience in the treatment 
of this disease (cancer) or has been 
more successful, no fewer than 
15,000 cases having come under 
his observation. He is the author 
of " A How aud Successful mode of 
treating certain forms of Cancer; w 
"Cancer Quacks and Cancer (hi¬ 
rers ;" " The Treatment of Cancer 
by Chian Turpentine and all other 
Methods.” He is editor of the 
4th edition of the late Dr. W. 
Marsden’s "Treatise on the Nature 
and Treatment of Cholera,” and 
numerous other papors. 

MARSH, Miss Catherine, is the 
youngest daughter of the late Rev. 
Dr. Marsh, Rector of Beddington, 
Surrey, who died in 1861. For 
many years she has taken the 
greatest interest in the improve¬ 
ment of the working classes, for 
whom she has written narratives of 
a religious character. Her best 
known works ore " English Hoorts 
and English Hands,” f ‘ Memorials 
of Captain Hedley Vicars,” the 
" Life of the Rev. William Marsh, 
D .D .,”a volume of songs and hymns, 
entitled " Memory’s Pictures,” and 
"Light for the Line j or, the Story 
of Thomas Ward, a Railway Work¬ 
man ;" also " Brief Memories of the 
late Earl Cairns ” Miss Marsh 
resided for some time at Becken¬ 
ham, Kent, to the then rector of 
which parish her sister is married. 
During the visitation of cholera in 
1 $GG, whilst watching over sufferers 
from that disease in the wards of 
the London Hospital, she founded 
a Convalescent Hospital at Black- 
rock, Brighton, which has since 
been established as a permanent 
institutionj also an Orphanage at 
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Beckenham, since removed to Non- 
ington Kent. 

MARSH, Othniel Charles, was 
horn at Loekport, New York, Oct. 
29, 1331. He graduated from Yale 
College in 1800, and from the Yale 
Scientific School in 1SG2, and from 
1302 to 1805 studied in the univer¬ 
sities of Berlin, Heidelberg, and 
Breslau. Returning to America 
in 1800, lie was chosen Professor 
of Palteontology in Yale College, a 
ositiou he still retains. He 
evoted himself to the special in¬ 
vestigation of the extinct vertebrate 
animals of the JKocky Mountain 
districts, and nearly every year 
since 18GS has organised and led a 
scientific expedition to those re¬ 
gions. In these explorations more 
than 1,001) new species of verte¬ 
brates have been discovered, many 
of which represent wholly new 
orders, and others not before dis¬ 
covered in America. Of these more 
than 300 have already been de¬ 
scribed by Professor Marsh in 
papers most of which have ap¬ 
peared in the American Journal of 
Science, These papers are over 150 
in number. Since 1870 he has been 
engaged in preparing a series of 
Reports, to be published by Govern¬ 
ment, giving full illustrated de¬ 
scriptions of his Western dis¬ 
coveries. The first of these, on the 
Odontomithes, or birds with teeth 
(31- plates), was issued in 1880, and 
a second memoir on the JDinocerata \ 
(5G plates), appeared in 1884. A 
third volume on the Saurojpoda (90 
plates) has lately been completed. 
In 1S78 Professor Marsh was Presi¬ 
dent of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science, 
and since 1883 has been President 
of the N ational Academy of Science. 
He is a Fellow of the Geological 
Society, Zoological Society, and 
many others. 

MARSHALL, Alfred, M.A., bom 
in 1842, was educated at Mcrohant 
Taylors 1 School, whence he obtained 
the title to a probationary fellow¬ 
ship at St. John's College, Ox¬ 


ford, awarded for classical attain¬ 
ments, but preferring mathemati¬ 
cal studies he proceeded to St. 
John's College, Cambridge, He 
was second Wrangler in 18G5, and 
was elected Fellow of his College 
in the same year, and lecturer on 
Moral Scieuce in ISOS. He held 
this position till 1877 when he was 
appointed Principal of University 
College, Bristol. In the same 
year he married Miss Paley, and in 
eonjunctionwith her he published in 
1879 the “ .Economics of Industry/* 
His health having broken down, he 
resigned Ixis post in 1SS1 and went 
abroad. In 1SS3 lie was appointed 
Lecturer on Political Economy at 
Bolliol College, Oxford, and in 
188i he was made a Fellow of that 
College. Iu the same year he was 
elected to the Chair of Political 
Economy at bin old University, 
vacant by Professor Fawcett's un¬ 
timely death, and in the following 
year he a\hs re-elected a Fellow of 
St. John’s College Cambridge. 
Though much hindered till lately 
by ill-health he is now making 
progress with a treatise on economic 
science. 

MARSHALL, Franois Albert, 
youngest son of the late W. Mar¬ 
shall, Esq., M.P. for East Cumber¬ 
land, was born Nov. 18, 1840, in 
Grosvenor Street, London, and 
received his education at Harrow 
and Oxford, but did not take a 
degree at the University. He was 
appointed a clerk in the Audit 
Office, Somerset House, by compe¬ 
tition, in 18G2, and resigned in 
1868. Mr. Marshall wrote regu¬ 
larly for several newspapers and 
magazines from 1862 to 1870; and 
published an unfinished novel, 
s. d./* in the Britannia magazine, 
He is best known, however, os a 
dramatist* Amongst his plays 
may be mentioned “Mad as a 
Hatter,'* “ Corrupt Practices/* 
“Q. E, D,/* a comedietta, "False 
Shame/' an original comedy in 
three acts, which achieved n great 
success. Since this he ha 3 pro- 
z z 2 
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duced " Brighton/'* a comedy in 
four acta founded oil Howard’s 
"Saratoga" (played 300 nights in 
London) 5 and, in conjunction with 
W. II. Wills, "Cora/’ founded on 
Adolplie Belot’s " Article 47; ” 
"Biom / 3 n romantic opera; and 
" Lola/’ a comic opera in two acts, 
tho music by Signor Antonio 
Orsini of Naples. In 1875 he pub¬ 
lished " A Study of Itanilet/’ the 
first of a projected series of Shak- 
sperian studies. His comedy, 
f ‘ Family Honour/’ was brought 
out at the Ayuarium Theatre, 
May 38, 1878. 

MARSHALL, Herbert Menzies, 
youngest son of the late Mr. T. H. 
Marshall, Judge of the County 
Court, Leeds, was bora at Leeds, 
Aug. 1, 1811, and educated at 
Westminster School, and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, whore he 
graduated in 1 SG 1 , second class in 
the Natural Science Tripos. In 
tho same year he went to Paris for 
the purpose of studying architec¬ 
ture, and entered the atelier of M. 
Quustcl, architect to the Chateau of 
Vorsailles. Onliis return fromParis, 
1807, he became a student of the 
Royal Academy, and in the follow¬ 
ing year obtained there tho Travel¬ 
ling Studentship in Architecture. 
The result of travelling in Italy 
and of constant sketching under a 
bright e-un was to weaken liis eye¬ 
sight so much that ho was obliged 
to give up for two years all work, 
and especially any architectural 
drawing. This accident induced 
him to turn Ids attention to water¬ 
colourpainting, as being less trying 
to the eyes, and in 1871 he exhi¬ 
bited his first drawing at tho 
Dudley Gallery. In 1870 he was 
elected an Associate of the Society 
of Painters in Water-colours, and 
became full member in 1882. Mr. 
Marshall has chiefly devoted his 
attention to representations of the 
effect of atmosphere in London 
streets, and on the river. A special 
exhibition of his works illustrating 
the Scenery of London was held in 


1886, in the galleries of the Pine 
Art Society. 

MARSHALL, John, E.R.S.,LL,D., 
son of William Marshall, E&cp, 
solicitor, was bora at Ely, and 
educated privately at Hingham, 
Norfolk. He roccived his medical 
training at University College and 
Hospital, London, where he held 
successively the appointments ol 
Curator of tho Anatomical Museum, 
Demonstrator of Anatomy, Demon¬ 
strator on Practical Surgery, Pro¬ 
fessor of Surgery, Surgeon and 
Senior Surgeon. He is at present 
Emeritus Professor of Surgery at 
University College Hospital. Dr. 
Marshall 1 ms delivered courses of 
lectures at tho Royal Institution 
and South Kensington, and also to 
the students of the Royal Academy. 
Ho is a member of many medical 
and learned societies, and has pub¬ 
lished a number of works, amongst 
which may be mentioned "Deve¬ 
lopment of tho Great Veins/’ 1850 ; 
"Outlines of Physiology/’ 1807j 
" Anatomy for Artists/’ 1878,1881; 
" Proportions of the Human Body/’ 
1880; "Physiological Diagrams/’ 
1860-80 (many editions); " De¬ 
scription of the Human Body/’ 
1 SG 0-86 j " Anatomical Diagrams 
for Artists,” 1880. Ho has also 
published a considerable numbor 
of lectures and smaller papers, and 
has taken an active part in pro¬ 
moting baths and washhouses in 
London, a teaching University, and 
other works for tho benefit of the 
metroiDolis. 

MARSHALL, William Calder, 
R.A., sculptor, born in 1813, at 
Edinburgh, whore he was educated, 
and for some years practised his 
art, studied in London under 
Chantrey and Bailey, and in 1836 
visited Rome. He first exhibited 
at the Royal Academy in 1835, took 
up his residence in London per¬ 
manently in 1839,and was elected an 
Associate of the Scottish Academy 
in 1812, of the Royal Academy in 
1844, and R.A. in 1852. Mr. Mar¬ 
shall, who is one of the few who 
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have resisted the attractions of the 
move lucrative branch of his art— 
portmit-bu-sta—devoted his sldll as 
a modeller of the figure to poetic 
sculpture. From, the Art Union 
he lias received many commissions 
for ideal works. “ The Broken 
Pitcher,” in 1812; “Bebceon*' 
and other models in plaster, were 
select l dbyAi t Union prize-holders; 
nnd a reduction of the “ First 
Whir-per of Love,” in 1815, was 
clioaeu by the holder of the j£ 300 
prize. The “Lancing Girl Ex¬ 
posing” obtained the Art Union 
premium of jl' 500, reduced copies in 
parian being distributed among the 
subscribers j and his “Sabrina/* 
executed in 1817, is well known 
from the porcelain statuette issued 
by Copeland. Mr, Marshall was one 
of the three sculptors employed fur 
the new Houses of Pai Lament, for 
which he executed the statues of 
Lord Clarendon and Lord Somers, 
and has been Selected for important 
statues erected by public subscrip¬ 
tion,—-that in hionze of Sir E. Peel 
at Manchester, and tho-* 1 of Jemicr 
and Campbell. Jenner’s statue, to j 
which there wore many foreign I 
subscribers, erected in Trafalgar 
Square, was afterwards* removed to 
Kensington Gardens. In 1837 Mr. 
Marshall obtained the first prize of 
JE700 for a design for a national! 
monument to the late Luke of 
Wellington, and he has executed 
part of a series of bassi-rilievi in 
marble for the chapel in St. Paul's 
Cathedral, in which that monument 
has been placed. Among other 
public -works on which he has been 
engaged is a bronze statue of 
Crompton, the inventor of the mule 
spinning machine, erected in 
Bolton ; a statue in marble of Sir 
George Grey, late Governor of the 
Capo of Good Hopu, placed in Cape 
Town; and a statue of James, 
seventh Bari of Derby, for the spot 
on wliich that nobleman was exe¬ 
cuted at Bolton. Mr. Marshall was 
a member of the Loyal Commission 
appointed to represent British and 


colonial exhibitors at tho Inter¬ 
national Exhibition held at Paris 
in 1878, and, in recognition of 
his services, lie was nominated a 
Chevalier of the Legion of Honour. 

MAES TON, Philip Bourke, poet, 
novelist, and essayist, the son of 
Dr. Westland Mar»ton, was bora 
in London, August 13, 1S30. In 
his fourth year, owing to the rapid 
development of cataract in both 
eyes, he became almost totally 
blind, and in spite of an operation, 
followed by a little temporary bene¬ 
fit, unfortunately remains so. 
After contributing a few poems to 
the CofAhill Magazine and other 
periodicals, ho published his first 
volume of poems, entitled fl Song- 
Tide,” in 1870. This was followed 
by «a second volume, entitled “ All 
in All/* in 1873, and by a third, 
entitled f * Wind Voices, ” in 1883. 
These poems gained for him the 
friendship of Swinburne nn<l of the 
late Dante Gabriel Eussetti, who 
addressed to liim a sonnet. Mr. 
Maivton lias contributed poetical 
critic Urns, essay*, and novelettes 
to various well-known perio licnls 
both in England and America, in 
which latter country he is perhaps 
even more widely known than in 
his own. He has contributed to 
tho Atlantic Monthly , to Scribner , 
Marker, and Lippincott. A skutcli 
of his career, writfceu by tho 
American poetess, Mrs. Louise 
Chandler Moulton, has appeared 
in the Boston- Literary World . 

MAESTOK, Westland, LL.D., 
poet and dramatist, was born at 
Boston, Lincolnshire, Jan. 30,1810. 
Having been articled to hie uncle, 
a solicitor in London, on the com¬ 
pletion of his legal education he 
relinquished law for literature. 
His best known five-act dramas 
are , u Tho Patrician’s Daughter,” 
a tragedy, published in 1841; “ Tho 
Heart and the World,” a play, in 
1847; rr Strathmore,” a tragedy, in 
1840; and " Ann Blake/* a play, in 
1852. Ho has written " Philip of 
France," a tragedy 5 “ A Life's Ban- 
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som," a play j" Borough Politics,," a 
comic drama in two acts;" A Hard 
Struggle," a drama in one act; and 
assisted in the composition of 
" Trevanion, or the False Position/' 
a play in three acts. Of late years 
his more conspicuous worts are, 
"Pure Gold/' a play in four acta j 
" The Wife's Portrait," a drama in 
two acts ; and " Donna Diana/' a 
comedy in three acts, partly from 
G-erman sources ; " The Favourite 
of Fortune/' a comedy, played at 
the Hay market Theatre in 1866; 
"A Hero of Romance/' from the 
French, with some original scenes, 
at the Bame theatre, in 18G7 j and a 
blank verBc play, produced at the 
Lyceum in 1868, entitled " Life for 
Life." His latest dramatic pro¬ 
duction is a comedy, in four acts, 
entitled " Under Fire," given at 
the Vaudeville Theatre in* 1866. 
Mr. Mars ton, who was one of the 
editors of the National Magazine , 
has written some stirring lyrics, 
some of which appeared in the 
Athenccum. Of these compositions 
the best known is his " Death Ride 
at Balaclava." He published 
"Gerald, a Dramatic Poem, and 
other Pooms/’in 1842j "A Lady 
in her own Right,” a novel, in 
1860; and a collection of his con¬ 
tributions in fiction to periodical 
literature, under the title of 
" Family Credit, and other Tales," 
in 1861. 

MARTIN, Sir Theodore, K.C.B., 
son of the late James Martin, Esq., 
solicitor, of Edinburgh, was born 
there in 1816, and received his edu¬ 
cation at the High School, and at 
the University of his native city. 
After practising as a solicitor in 
Edinburgh for several years, he 
came, in 1816, to London, where he 
established himself as a parliamen¬ 
tary agent. In a few years he was 
recognized as one of the leaders in 
the body of able men in whose 
hands is the condnot of the business 
of promoting private bills in Par¬ 
liament. That position he still re¬ 
tains. He first became known as 


an author by his contributions to 
Fraser's Magazine and Ta it’s Maga¬ 
zine, under the signature of " Bon 
Gaultier," and in conjunction with 
the late Professor Aytoun he com- 
osed the "Book of Ballads," which 
ears that psoudonym,and a volume 
of translations of tho " Pooms and 
Ballads of Goethe," 1858. He pre¬ 
pared a translation of the Danish 
poet Henrik Hertz's fine lyrical 
drama, "King Rent's Daughter,” 
which was produced on the stage 
with great effect, the principal 
character, "Iolantho," being played 
by Miss Helen Faucit, who in 1851 
became Sir T. Martin's wife. His 
translations of (Ehlenschlager's 
dramas, "Corregio," and "Aladdin 
or the Wonderful Lamp,” pub¬ 
lished in 1854 and 1857, have made 
these masterpieces of the Danish 
poet's genius familiar to a large 
circle of English readers. His 
metrical translation of the " Odes 
of Horace " appeared in I860, and 
was immediately republished in tho 
United States. It was followed, 
ten years later, by a critical essay 
on Horace’s Life and Writings, in 
the " Ancient Classics for English 
Readers." In 1882 Sir T. Martin 
completed his Horatian labours in 
a ti’anslation of Horace's whole 
works, with a life and notes, in 2 
vols. His poetical translation of 
Catullus (1861, 2nd edit., 1875), 
was followed by a privately printed 
volume of "Poems, Original and 
Translated/' 18G3, a translation of 
the "VitaNuova" of Dante, and a 
translation of the first part of 
Goethe's "Faust," which, from the 
frequency of the editions, seems to 
be accepted as the best English 
metrical version of that famous 
work. In 1886 he published a 
metrical version of the Second 
Part of " Faust." In 1867 he pub¬ 
lished amemoir of Professor Aytoun. 
It was while ho was engaged on 
this biography that he was re¬ 
quested by the Queen to write tho 
" Life of His Royal Highness the 
Prince Consort,” the first volume 
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of which appeared in 1871. His 
metrical version of Heinous "Poems 
and Ballads" appoared in 1878. 
The fifth and concluding volume 
of the" Life of the Prince Consort," 
was published on March 15,1880, 
and five days afterwards the author 
received from the hands of the 
Queen the honour of knighthood, 
and was invested with the insignia 
of a Knight Commander of the 
Bath. On Nov. 25, 1880, he was 
elected Sector of the University of 
St. Andrews. In 38.83 he published 
a " Life of Lord Lyndhurst," 
founded on papers furnished by 
his lordship's widow and family. 
He is a J.P. for Denbighshire, 
where he has considerable pro¬ 
perty, and resides during the 
summer months. 

MARTINEAU, James, LL.D., 
younger brother of the late Miss 
Harriet Martineau, was horn at 
Norwich, April 21, 1805, and edu¬ 
cated at the Norwich Grammar 
School, Dr. Lant Carpenter's Sehuol 
at Bristol, and Manchester New 
College, York, He was appointed 
second minister of Eustace Street 
Presbyterian Meeting House, Dub¬ 
lin, in 1828; second minister of 
Paradise Street Chapel, Liverpool, 
in 1832; Professor of Mental and 
Moral Philosophy in Manchester 
New College, in 1811 j removed to 
London, 1857; was minister of 
Little Portland Street Chapel, 
1859-72; and was appointed Prin¬ 
cipal of Manchester New College, 
London, in 1868. Dr. Martineau 
is the author of "The "Rationale 
of Religious Inquiry," published 
about 1837 j " Lectures on the 
Liverpool Controversy," 1839; 
" Hymns for the Christian Church 
and Home,” 1810; "Endeavours 
after the Christian Life," vol. i., 
1813 j vol. ii.j 1847; "Miscellanies,” 
1852 ; " Studies of Christianity," 
1858; "EssayB Philosophical and 
Theological,” 2 vols.,18G8; "Hymns 
of Praise and Prayer," 1871; and 
"Religion as affected by Modem 
Materialism,” an address delivered 


in Manchester New Colle^e,London, 
1874; "Modern Materialism: its 
attitude towards Theology,” 1876; 
"Ideal Substitutes for God con¬ 
sidered," 18/8 j " The Relation 
between Ethics and Religion,” 
1881; " Hours of Thought on 
Sacred Things," 2 vols., 1870-80; 

, " A Study of Spiuo/a," 1£S2 ; and 
| " Types of Ethical Theory," 2 vols., 
1885. He has been a constant 
contributor to the National Review, 
of which he was one of the founders. 
The honorary degree of LL.D. was 
conferred upon him by Harvard 
College, Cambridge, Mass.,U.S.A., 
in 1872; that of Doctor of Theology 
by the University of Leyden, in 
1875; and that of D.D. by the Uni¬ 
versity of Edinburgh in 1881. 

MARTINEZ CAMPOS, Arsenio, 
a Spanish general and states¬ 
man, born in 1831, the son of a 
brigadier-general, left the Staff 
School at Madrid with the rank of 
lieutenant, went through the cam¬ 
paign in Morocco, in 1839, as a 
member of tlie biiff of the com¬ 
mander-in-chief, O’Donnell, anil 
was there promoted to tlie rank of 
major. In 1861 he joined the cruiy 
of Cuba as colonel, and he remained 
six years in that island. On his 
return to Spain in 1870, he was 
sent, with the title of brigadier- 
general, to join the Army of the 
North, which was engaged in re¬ 
pelling the Carlist rebellion. After 
the abdication of King Amadw he 
declined to give in his adhesion to 
the new order of things, and made 
no secret of his antipathy to the 
Republic. He was put on the 
retired list in 1873, and Hhortly 
afterwards was confined in a fort¬ 
ress as a conspirator. Prom his 
prison he addressed to General 
Zabala, Minister of War, the well- 
known letter in which he requested 
permission to go and fight, as a 
private, under the orders of General 
Concha, the Carlist forces in Na¬ 
varre and the Basque provinces. 
This letter obtained for him his 
liberty, and lie was sent to the 
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Army of tlie North, in April, 1874, 
to command a division of the 3rd 
Corps. He took part in the engage¬ 
ments of Las Munecas and Gal- 
damcs, -which led to the siege of 
Bilbao being raised, and he was the 
first to enter the liberated city on 
Hay 1, 1874. When General Con¬ 
cha reorganized the Liberal army, 
Martinez Campos was appointed 
general in command of the 3rd 
Coips. He fought, at the head of 
his troops, on the 2uth, the 26th, 
and particularly on the 27th of 
June, the day on which the Com¬ 
mander-in-Chief, General Concha, 
was killed in the attack on Monte 
Moru, near Estella. General Mar¬ 
tinez Campos, besieged at Zurugay, 
on the same day, by the main body 
of the Carlists, opened a passage 
through the enemy's ranks, at the 
head of a column which nulnberod 
barely 1,800 men, and went to re¬ 
join, at Murillo, the head-quarters, 
where he was able to organize the 
retreat of the army on Tafalla. 
Returning to Madrid, he continued 
to conspire almost overtly in favour 
of Hon Alfonso, whilst Marshal 
Serrano, chief of ^ the executive 
power, waa operating against the 
OarliRts. In conjunction with 
General JoveHar he made the 
military proTiu/iciamienio of Sa- 
gonto, which gave the throne of 
Spain to Alfonso XII. The new 
Government sent him into Cata¬ 
lonia, as Captain-General and Com- 
mandcr-in-Chief of that military 
district. In less than a month he 
pacified the country, put down the 
Oarlisb bands, and took the com¬ 
mand of tho Army of the North. 
He brought the civil war to a close 
by the defeat of Hon Carlos at Pena 
de Plata, in March, 1876. The high 
dignity of Captain-General of the 
Army, which is equivalent to that 
of a Marshal of Prance, was the 
recompense for his signal services. 
A year afterwards he was appointed 
Commander-in-Chief of the army 
in Cuba, which the rebels had held 
in cheek for seven years. Under 


his leadership the Spaniards were 
uniformly victorious, but neither 
these triumphs nor the strategical 
talents of the Commander-in-Chicf 
would have succeeded in bringing 
about the complete pacification of 
the island if the recognition of the 
political rights of the Cubans and 
new Liberal concessions had not 
satisfied the demands of the insur¬ 
gents. On his return to Spain, 
General Martinez Campos accepted 
the portfolio of war and the Presi¬ 
dency of the Council (March 7, 
1879), and endeavoured to procure 
the fulfilment of the promises made 
to the Cubans ; but not obtaining 
the support of the Cortes, he re¬ 
signed, and was succeeded by Senor 
Ounovas del Castillo (Dec. 9,1879). 
Early in 1881 the Conservative 
Government of Seiior Canovas del 
Castillo was overthrown, and a 
coalition between Senor Sngasta 
and General Martinez Campos 
came into power, and retained it 
till Oct., 1883, when it resigned 
in consequence of being unable to 
obtain from the French Govern¬ 
ment a satisfactory apology for 
the insult offered to King Alfonso 
by the Paris mob on his visit to 
Paris. 

HASKELL, William, M.A., only 
son of tho late William Maskell, 
Esq., of Bath, born in 1814, and 
educated at University College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A, 
in 1836, and M.A. in 1838, took 
orders in 1837, and was instituted 
to the rectory of Corscombe, Dorset 
(of which he was patron), in 1812, 
resigning it in 1810. He was ap¬ 
pointed chaplain to the Bishop of 
Exeter, and instituted to the vicar¬ 
age of St. Mary church, Devon (in 
the patronage of the Dean and 
Chapter of Exeter), in 1847. The 
"Gorham Case," in which Mr. 
Maskell had taken an active and 
prominent part, as chaplain of the 
Bishop of Exeter, was decided by 
the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council early in 1850, and 
in June Mr. Maskell resigned his 
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preferments, and was received into 
the Roman Catholic Church. This 
step, however, was not taken until 
after a long and interesting corre¬ 
spondence with the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. Mr. Maskell has 
watt on ‘-The Ancient Liturgy of 
the C'lmrc-h of England/' 18-14; 
" The Hit, lory of the Martin Mar- 
prelate Ci •utrover^y,” 1845; Monu¬ 
ment a Ritualia Ecclesiso Angli- 
canEp/’ lb 10-7; " A Dissertation on 
Holy Bapti&m/ 5 and “ An Inffuiry 
into the Doctrine of the Church of 
England upon Absolution/' 1848; 
the " First" and " Second Letters 
on the Position of the Higli-Church

on his Practice of Receiving Con¬ 
fessions." Hi? fine collection of 
English Rituals and Service Books 
was, in IS 17, disposed of to the 
trustee?, of the British Museum, 
who purchased his collection of 
ancient and mediaeval carvings in 
ivory, in 1S5S. Ilia most recent 
publications are, " A Letter to the 
Editor of the Dahlia Review upon 
the Temporal Power of the Pope 
and his Personal Infallibility," 
1809; “ What is the meaning of 
the late decree on the Infallibility 
of the Pope ? " 1871; " 0dd3 and 
Ends/' 1872, being a description 
of the small seaport called Bude 
Haven, Cornwall, along with *ix 
short stories; " A Dissertation on 
Ancient and Mediaeval Ivories," 
1872, for the Committee of Council 
on Education; and he has also 
edited for them the South Ken¬ 
sington Museum Art Handbooks. 
A now edition of his "Ancient 
Liturgy” and the "Momnnenta 
Ritualia" was pul dished in 1882 
Ly the Oxford University Press, 
Mr. Mhskell is a magistrate and 
deputy lieutenant for the county of 
Cornwall. 

BIASPERO, Gaston, a French 
Egyptologist, was born at Paris 
June 24,18 iC, and after a brilliant 
course of Btudy at the Lycfo Louis- 
le-Grand, he entered the Ecolo 


Normalo in 1805. Devoted early 
to erudite studies, he was appointed 
teacher and assistant professor of 
Egyptian Archceology and philo¬ 
sophy at the College of France, 
Feb. 4, 1874. He is the author of 
" Essai smdTnsciuptionDedicatoire 
an Temple d'Abydos," 1800; "Une 
Enqucte Judiciaire il Thebes an 
Temps do la XX« Dynastic/' 18/2 ; 
"De Carchcmis oppidi situ et 
Hi&torht Antiquissimii/' 1&73; 
"Histoire Ancienne des Peuples 
de POrient/' 18/5: "De Quelques 
Navigations des Egyptiens sur les 
Cutes de la Mer Erythreo/', 1879 j 
" Les Contes Populaires cle 1’Egypt o 
Ancienne/' 1881; " Le3 JMasbiba 
de l'Ancien Empire/' 1882; "Guide 
du Visiteur au Mnace de Boulaq," 
18^3. On the death of Muriette 
Bey, Prof. Muspero was appointed 
Kcepef of the lioulak Museum, 
ancl since that time he has done 
much to promote archeological 
discovery in Egypt. He was deco- 
! rated with the Legion of Honour' 
Jan. 15, 1870. 

HASSEMT, Jules Emilie Trc- 
deiic, a Ficnch compnsei*, born at 
Montaud, May 12, 1812, is the 
youngest of twenty-one children 
of an engineer officer of the First 
Empire, who established himself 
as a blacksmith near Saint Etienne. 
He studied at the Paris Conserva¬ 
toire under Laurent, Eeher, Savard, 
and Ambrose Thomas, obtained the 
first prize for pianoforte in 1S59, 
the first for fugue and the Frix de 
Rome for his cantata " David 
Rizzio" in 1803. He travelled 
through Italy and Germany, and 
nmdo his th'but at the Opera 
Comirmc, Paris, in 18CS, with "La 
Grande Tante " In 1873 he was 
appointed Professor of Composition 
at the Conservatoire, and elected 
a member of the Academia des 
Beaux Arte. He is tlia author of 
" Poeme d'Avril/* 18G8 j w Suite 
d’Orchestre/' played at the Pasde- 
loup Concerts, 28GS; "Poeme do 
Souvenir/' 18G9; " Don C£sar de 
Bazan/' produced at the Opera 
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Comique in 1873 3 " Marie Made¬ 
leine/* a sacred drama produced at 
the Odeon the same year; " Le 
JRoi do Lahore/' an opera, 1877, 
and a large number of pieces for 
piano and orchestra. 

MASSEY, Gerald, was born of very 
poor parents at Tring in Hertford¬ 
shire, May 29, 1828, and received a 
scanty education at the British 
and National Schools. At oight 
years of age lie was working twelve 
hours a day in a silk manufactory. 
At the age of fifteen ho went to 
London and found work ns an 
errand boy, and at twenty-one he 
became editor of the Spirit of Free¬ 
dom. The following year he was 
one of the secretaries of the 
" Christian Socialists/* and a per¬ 
sonal friend of Charles Kingsley 
and F. D. Maurice. In 1S34 he 
publisliod "The Ballad of Babe 
('hristabel and othor Poems/'which 
was at once favourably reviewed. 
He then joined the staff of the 
Athenmim, and for ten years wrote 
a considerable number of its re¬ 
views of poetry. As early as 1832 
Mr. Massey began to take a great 
interest in mesmerism, spiritualism 
and kindred subjects, and he has 
aince delivered many lectures on 
such matters, both in London and 
abroad. He has lectured all 
through North America, Australia, 
and the colonies, where lio is better 
known and more highly thought 
of than in England. Of late yearB 
he has written very little poetry, 
and has occupied himself chiefly 
with promoting spiritualistic and 
socialistic societies. His principal 
works aro "Voices of Freedom and 
Lyrics of Love/* 1850 j " The Ballad 
of Babe Christabel/* etc., 1834 3 
" War Waits/* 1855 j " Craigcrook 
Castle/ J 185G 3 " Havelock* s March/* 
etc., 1860 ; " The Secret Drama of 
Shakespeare's Sonnets/' 1864-1872 5 
"A Tale of Eternity, and Other 
Poems/' 1869; "Concerning Spiri¬ 
tualism/' 1872} "A Book of the 
Beginnings/' 1882 3 " The Natural 
Genesis/' 1884; besides numerous 


contributions to English and Ameri¬ 
can periodical literature. 

MASSON, David, Professor of 
Rhetoric and English Literature in 
the University of Edinburgh, was 
born Deo. 2,1822, in Aberdeen, and 
educated at Mtirischal Colleges in 
that oity, and at the University of 
Edinburgh. He began liis literary 
career at the ago of nineteen, as 
editor of a Scotch provincial news¬ 
paper, and repairing, in 1844, to 
London, where lie remained about 
a year, contributed to Fraser's Ma¬ 
gazine and other periodicals. He 
established himself in Edinburgh 
for two or three years, as a writer 
for periodical publications, besides 
having special engagements with 
the Messrs. Chambers, but returned 
to London in 181*7, where he resided 
for eighteen years, and was ap¬ 
pointed to tlio chair of English 
Language and Literature at Uni¬ 
versity College, London, on the re¬ 
signation of the lute Professor 
Clough in 1852. Ho retired from 
his post in Oct. 18G3, having boen 
appointed Professor of Rhetoric and 
English Literature in the Univer¬ 
sity of Edinburgh. Ho contributed 
numorous articles to the Quarterly , 
National, British Quarterly , and 
North British Reviews, to the " Ency¬ 
clopedia Britannica*' andthe"Eng- 
lish Cyclopedia/’ and in 1859 be¬ 
came editor of Macmillan* bM agazine, 
which he conducted for a good 
many years, and to which ho has 
largely contributed. His papers on 
Carlyle’s "Latter-Day Pamphlets,” 
" Dickens and Thackeray/' "Rabe¬ 
lais/* " Literature and the Labour 
Question/'" Prc-Rapliaelism in Art 
and Literature/’ "Theories of Poe¬ 
try,” " Shakspere aud Goethe,” 
" Hugh Miller/' and " De Quincey 
and Prose-writing,” are the best 
known. His "Essays, Biographical 
and Critical: chiefly on English 
Poets/' appeared in 1856, and have 
been reprinted, with additions, in 
8 vols., 1874, one being entitled 
specially, " Chatterton : a Story of 
the year 1770; ” his " Life of John 
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Milton, narrated in connection with 
the Political, Ecclesiastical, and 
Literary History of his Time/' vol. i. 
was published in 1S58, vol. ii. in 
1871, vol. iii. in 1873, and vols. iv. 
and v. in 1878; " British Novelists 
and their Styles: a Critical Sketch 
uf the History of British Prose Fic¬ 
tion/ ’ in 1859; u Recent British Phi¬ 
losophy ; a Review with Criticism, 
including some Remarks on Mr. 
Mill’s Answer to Sir* W. Hamilton/' 
being an explanation of some lec¬ 
tures delivered at the Royal Insti¬ 
tution of Great Britain, in 1865. 
Among his most recent publications 
arc an edition of Milton’s Poetical 
Works, called "The Cambridge 
Edition," in three volumes, with 
introductions, notes, and an essay I 
on Milton’s English, and a smaller | 
edition of the same, called " The 
Golden Treasury Edition/' in two 
volumes, with introductions, notes, 
and a memoir. Both appeared in 
1874. In 1873 he published a bio¬ 
graphy of the poet Drummond, en¬ 
titled, * Drummond of Hawthorn- 
den : the Story of his Life and 
Writings; ” and in 1874 “The Three 
Devils: Luther’s, Milton’s, and 
Goethe’s.” 

MASTERS, Maxwell Tylden, M.D., 
F.R.S., born in 1833, at Canter¬ 
bury, was educated at King’s Col¬ 
lege, London, after which he prac¬ 
tised medicine for some years. He 
held the lectureship on botany at 
St. George's Hospital from 1855 to 
1868, and became principal editor 
of the Gardeners* Chronicle in 1865. 
Dr. Masters has been Botanical 
Examiner in the University of 
London j is a Fellow of the Royal, 
Linnean, and Royal Horticultural 
Societies j an Associate of King's 
College; an honorary or corre¬ 
sponding member of the principal 
Horticultural Societies of Belgium, 
France, Germany, Russia, Italy, 
and America, and of the Royal 
Society of Sciences of Liege, the 
Society of Natural Sciences of 
Cherbourg, the Botanical Society 
of France, and correspondent of 


the Academy of Natural Scionces 
of Philadelphia, His works con¬ 
sist of a treatise on "Vegetable 
Teratology," of "Botany for Be¬ 
ginners " and of "Plant Life " (of 
both of which French, Dutch, and 
Russian translations have been 
made), and of numerous mono¬ 
graphs and papers on subjects 
relating tu botany, vegetable phy¬ 
siology, and horticulture. He is a 
frequent contributor to scientific 
periodicals, and has taken part in 
Oliver’s " Flora of Tropical Africa/* 
Hooker's "Flora of British India/* 
Von Martins’s "FloraBrasiHentris/' 
De Candolle's " Prodromus/’ the 
" Encyclopaedia, Britannica,” the 
" Pinetuin Britannicum/ 1 and other 
works, besides preparing the second, 
third, and fourth editions of Hen- 
frey’s ri Elementary Course of 
Botany." 

MATHERS, Helen Buckingham 
(Mrs. Henry Reeves), novelist, win 
bom in 1852, utCrev kerne, Somer¬ 
set, and educated at Chantry, near 
Frame. Her first novel was "GV an ill ’ 
thro' the Rye,” 1S73, which imme¬ 
diately secured immense popu¬ 
larity, and was rapidly translated 
into more languages than any of 
Dickens' works. u The Token of 
the Silver Lily," a poem, was pub¬ 
lished in 1876, and soon sold out; 
" Cherry Ripe," Miss Mathers' se¬ 
cond novel, was published in 1877, 
and followed in 1878 by "The Land 
o’ the Leal,” and ** As He Comes up 
the Stair," which are novelettes. 
Her third novel," My Lady Green 
Sleeves/* appeared in 1879, and was 
followed in 18bl by " The Story of 
a Sin." "Sam’s Sweetheart," and 
" Eyre’s Acquittal/' were published 
in 1883 and 1884, and "Foimd 
Out," which appeared in shilling 
form in 1885, was rapidy followed 
by that series of cheap novels by 
many authors which has since be¬ 
come so popular. In 1876 Miss 
Mathers was married to Mr. Henry 
Reeves, F.E.C.S.E., a well-known 
surgeon to several large metro¬ 
politan Hospitals, and author of 
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u IXunian Morphology/’ and other 
works. 

MATHESON. Georgs, D.D., was 
bom at (Glasgow, March 27, 1942, 
ami educated at Glasgow Academy, 
and the University of Glasgow. 
He lost his sight in youth, but in 
spite of this entered the university 
in preparation for the ministry, and. 
took a leading place in classics, 
philosophy, and theolugy; carried 
off the first prize in the senior 
division of logic, and tho prize 
essay for the best specimen of 
Socratic dialogue in 18(50, took the 
first prize for moral philosophy in 
18(51 j graduated M. A. with honours 
in philosophy in 1S02, and B.D. in 
1SU(5. Ho was licensed to the 
ministry of the Church of Scotland 
in 18(50 ; appointed assistant to 
Dr. Mho duff of Sandyford Church, 
Glasgow in 18(57 j chosen by popu¬ 
lar election parish minister of 
InneUan in 18(58 ; received in 1880 
an unanimous call to succeed Dr. 
Camming of London, but declined 
it j and was appointed Baird lec¬ 
turer for 13S1, and one of the St. 
Giles’ lecturers for 18S2. In 1880 
he was translated to the parish of 
St. Bernard’s, Edinburgh. In 1879 
the University of Edinburgh Con¬ 
ferred on him the degree of D.D. 
In 1871 he published “ Aids to the 
Studyof German Theology/’in1877, 
e * Growth of the Spirit of Chris¬ 
tianity/* 2 vols.; in 1881 fr Natural 
Elements of Eovealed Theology” 
(Baird lecture) ; in 1882 , rf Confu¬ 
cianism” (in the St. Giles 1 lec¬ 
tures—* f Faiths of tho World”); 
and a devotional volume, Cf My As¬ 
pirations In 18S1 ‘ c Moments on 
the Mount ” also a devotional 
volume, and in the same year a 
paper on " The religious bearings 
of the doctrine of Evolution” 
(delivered at the Pan-Presbyterian 
Council, Belfast, and published 
in its transactions). In 1885 ‘''Can 
the Old Faith live with the New,” 
or the problem of evolution and 
revelation. Dr. Matheson has con¬ 
tributed to the Contemporary, Sri - 
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tish Quarterly, Modern Review, 
Prinreton Review, Interpreter, Expo¬ 
sitor, Good TFo/’tls and Sunday 
Magazine. He lifts also contributed 
to tho revised edition of « f Scottish 
Hymnal.” 

MATHEW, The Hon. Sir James 
Charles, Judge of tlio High Court 
of Justice, is son of Mr. Charles 
Mathew, of Lehena House, Cork, 
by Mary, daughter of Mr. James 
Haeketfc, of Cork. He was born at 
Lehena House, July 10, 1830, and 
received his education at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he was senior 
moderator and gold medallist in 
3850. He was called to the bar at 
Lincoln’s Inn in Hilary Term, 1854, 
having rathe previous November 
obtained an open studentship. Mr. 
Mathcwwasamemberof the South 
Eastern circuit, when in March, 
1881, he was appointed by tho 
Crown a Judge in the Queen’s 
Bench Division of tho High Court 
of Justice. Shortly before that 
time he had acted as a member of 
the committee on the subject of 
Costs of Legal Proceedings. Hia 
appointment to tho bench is ono of 
the few instances of a member of 
the junior bar being elevated. He 
was Knighted on his promotion and 
created LL.D., Jionori s causd, by tho 
University of Dublin. He was the 
third Catholic Judge appointed in 
England since Catholic Emancipa¬ 
tion, the two previous ones being 
Mr. Justice Sheo and Mr. Justice 
Haycs. Ho married, in 1801, Eliza¬ 
beth, eldest daughter of the Rev, 
Edwin Biron, vicar of Lympno, 
Kent. 

MATHIXiBE (Piinooas), Mathil&e 
Leetitia Wilhelmine Bonaparte, 
daughter of the ex-King Jerome 
and Princess Catherine of Wilrtem- 
berg, and cousin to Napoleon III., 
was bom at Trieste, May 27, 1820, 
and married at Florence, Oct. 10, 
18 11* to the Russian Prince Ana- 
tole Demidoff. This union was 
not happy, and in 1845 they sepa¬ 
rated by mutual consent, her 
husband being compelled by tho 
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Czar to allow tho Princess an 
annuity of 200,000 roubles. Prom 
1819 till the marriage of Napoleon 
III. she did the honours at the 
palace of the President, and on the 
re-establishment of the Empire was 
comprised amongst the members of 
the imperial family of Prance, and 
received the title of Highness. The 
Princess, who was a pupil of SI. 
Giraud, is an accomplished artist, 
and has exhibited some of her pic¬ 
tures upon several occasions at the 
Salon do Peinture. She obtained 
honourable mention in 1861. 

MATTHEWS, The Eight Hon. 
Henry, Q.C., M.P., was bom in 1S2G 
in Ceylon, where his father was a 
judge. After graduating at the 
universities of Paris and London, 
he was called to the bar at Lin¬ 
coln's Inn, He has been engaged 
in several of tbe great cases of Iris 
time, notably the Home case, the 
Xicliborne case, and the Crawford 
case. He contested the borough of 
Dungarv&u three times unsuccess¬ 
fully, but sat for it from 18G8 to 
1874. At the general election of 
1886 he was returned for East 
Birmingham, being the first Con¬ 
servative who ever sat for Bir¬ 
mingham. On the formation of 
Lord Salisbury's second Ministry, 
Mr. Matthews -was appointed Home 
Secretary. He is a Roman Catholic. 

MAUDSLEY, Henry, M.D., was 
bom near Giggleswick,Settle,York¬ 
shire, Feb. 5,1833, and educated at 
Giggleswick School and University 
College, London, Hestudied medi¬ 
cine at University College, and 
graduated M.D. at the University 
of London in 1837. Ur. Maudsley 
was Physician to the Manchester 
Royal Lunatic Hospital, 1859-02; 
was made Follow of the Royal Col¬ 
lege of Physicians in 18G9; and was 
appointed Gulstonian Lecturer to 
the College in 1870. He is a Fellow 
of University College, London, was 
lately Professor of Medical Juris¬ 
prudence inUniversity College, and 
is Consulting Physician to the West 
London Hospital; and an honorary 
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member of various learned socie¬ 
ties in Paris, Vienna, Italy, and 
America. Ho has been President 
of the Medico-Psychological Asso- 
I ciation of Great Britain and Ire- 
I land, and was editor of the Journal 
j of Menial Science, Dr, Maudsley is 
the author of " The Physiology of 
I Mind,” fr Tho Pathology of Mind,” 
ff Body and Mind,” andResponsi¬ 
bility in Mental Disease.” 

KAX-MUXLER, Prederiok, son 
of Wilhelm Muller, the Get man 
poet, was bom at Dessau, Dee. G, 
1823, studied at the University of 
Leipzig, and took his degree in 
1813. Ho afterwards^ studied 
Sanskrit and comparative philo¬ 
logy, under Professor Brockhaus, 
at Leipzig, whore he published, in 
1844, liis first work, a translation of 
" The Hitopadesa,” a collection of 
Sanskrit fables; and then pro¬ 
ceeded to Berlin to attend the 
lectures of Bopp and Schelling, 
and to examine the collection 
of Sanskrit MSS. there. In 1813 
ho went to Pains to continue his 
studies under Eugene Burnouf, 
at whose suggestion lie began to 
collect materials for an edition of 
the fr Rig-Veda/ J the Sacred Hymns 
of the Brahmans, and the Com¬ 
mentary of Sayan ft cliflrya. After 
copying and collating the MSS. 
in the Royal Library at Paris, he 
repaired to England in June, 1816, 
in order to collate the MSS. at the 
East-Tndia House and the Bodleian 
Library. As ho was on tlie point 
of returning to Germany, he made 
the acquaintance of the late Baron 
Bunsen, then Prussian ambassador 
in London, who persuaded him to 
stay in England, and on his and 
tlie late Prof. Wilson’s recom¬ 
mendation the East-IndiaCompany 
engaged him to publish the first 
edition of tho x< Rig-Veda M at their 
expense. In 184S he settled at 
Oxford, where his work was to be 
printed, and the first volume, o£

Since the 
year 1879 Professor Max-Mfdler 
has devoted himself to the teaohing 
of several Buddhist priests who hau 
been sent to him from Japan to 
learn Sanskrit. This led him to the 
discovery that the oldest Sanskrit 
MSS. existed in Japan. With the 
help of these Japanese MSS, he 
published the Sanskrit originals of 
several Buddhist texts, such as the 
Sukhavativyhha (Joum. R. As. Soc. 
1880), the Vagrakkhedikti, in the 
Anecdota Owoniensia, 1881, while 
one of his pupils, Mr, Bunyiu Nan- 
jio, compiled a complete Catalogue 
of the Buddhist Tripitaba, the 
Sacred Canon of the Buddhists in 
China and Japan, published by the 


Clarendon Press, Oxford, in 1S83. 
In 1881, in commemoration of the 
centenary of its first publication, 
he brought out ft new translation of 
Rant’s Critique of Pure Reason, pre- 
coded by an historical introduction 
by Professor L. Noire, In 1881 
he published a volume of "Bio¬ 
graphical Essays/ 1 Prof. JVIax- 
Muller, who has contributed nume- 
ous articles to the Edinburgh and 
Qvarterly Mcviens, the Times, and 
various literary journals of Eng¬ 
land, Germany, and France, ia one 
of the eight foreign members of 
the Institute of France, one of the 
Knights of the Ordrcpour leM^rite, 
one of the ten foreign members of 
tho Reale Accadcmia dei Lincei of 
Rome, and 1ms received the hono¬ 
rary degree of Doctor of Laws at 
Cambridge and Edinburgh. 

MAY, The Right Hon. George 
Augustus Chichester, son of the 
Rev. Edmund May, late Rector of 
Belfast, by Elizabeth, eldest daugh¬ 
ter of the late William Sinclair, 
Esq., of Fort William, co. Antrim, 
was bom at Belfast in 1815. lie 
received his education at Shrews¬ 
bury School and at Magdalen Col¬ 
lege, Cambridge, wliuro he gradu¬ 
ated with honours. He was called 
to the bar in Ireland in 1811-; was 
made a Queen’s Counsel there in 
1865; was law adviser to tho 
Crown in Ireland from Feb., 1874, 
to Nov., 1875; and Attorney- 
General for Ireland from tho last 
date to Feb., 1877, when he was 
appointed to succeed tho late Right 
Hon. James Whiteside as Lord 
Chief Justice of the Queen’s Bench 
in Ireland.

MELIKOFF, Loris, a Russian 
general, of Armenian descent, son 
of a merchant at Moscow, was bom 
in 1621, and received his educa¬ 
tion at the Lazareff Institute in 
that city. He speaks the Rus¬ 
sian, Armenian, Tartar, Persian, 
and French languages. At an 
early nge he began his military 
career, joining the Hussars at St. 
Petersburg. At the time of the 


Crimean war he had attained to 
the rank of colonel, and he com¬ 
manded a light cavalry regiment. 
He was present at the capture of 
Kars, and was ap]}oiuted com¬ 
mandant of that town with the 
rank of general. He also took 
part in the military operations in 
the Caucasus, and after the Peace 
he was sent, as governor, to Vladi- 
Kavkas, in Circassia, in 16G0. 
Some years afterwards he obtained 
an unlimited leave of absence on 
account of tho state of his health. 
He visited France, resided for 
some time at Paris, went next to 
Germany, and was staying at Wies¬ 
baden when the declaration of "war 
by Russia against Turkey recalled 
him to active service. He was 
appointed Adjutant-General to the 
Grand Duke Michael, the Imperial 
Lieutenant Connnanding-in-Chief 
the army of the Caucasus. It was 
in fact General Loris Melikoff who 
directed all the military operations 
in a country with winch no one 
was more intimately acquainted 
than himself. To him in particular 
was due the capture of Avdalian by 
the Russian troops, May 17, 1877, 
and the subsequent capture of 
Kars. On March 3, IS SO, he was 
shot at by a man named Maladay- 
etsky, but he fortunately escaped 
without injury. 

MELLOlSr, Mrs. Alfred, known 
under her maiden name.

election, in April, 1850. He was 
nominated a Justice of the Court ol‘ 
(Jueen’s Bench in Nov. 1801, on 
the retirement of Sir Hugh Hill, 
and in Nov. 1875, by tho operation 
of thu Judicature Act, he became a 
Judge of the High Court of Justice. 
He was knighted on his elevation 
to tho judicial bench, from which 
he retired in 1870. 

MENABHEA, Louis Frederick, 
Marquis de Val-Dora, an Italian 
General and statesman, bom at 
Chambery (Savoy), Sept. J, 1R09, 
studied with distinction at the 
University of Turin, and entered 
the corps of Engineers as lieu¬ 
tenant. At an early age he be¬ 
came favourably known by his 
scientific attainments, which led to 
his appointment ab Professor of 
Mechanics in the MilituryAcademy, 
in the School of Artillery, and in 
the University of Turin, und to his 
election, in 1S39, as a member of 
the Academy of Sciences in that 
city. He attained the rank of 
captain in 1848. Sont by King 
Charles Albert on a mission into 
the Italian duchies, ho exerted him¬ 
self to procure a vote in favour of 
union with the Subalpine kingdom. 
He was next elected to the Chamber 


of Deputies, and attached as chief 
officer, first to the Ministry of War, 
and next to that of Foreign Affairs. 
These functions he resigned on the 
accession to power of Giobcrti, but 
he resumed them after the defeat 
at Novara. In tlic war of Italian 
Independent Count Monabrea,wlio 
had been advanced to the rank of 
major-general, and placed at the 
head of the engineering department 
of the army, executed several im¬ 
portant works, including the in¬ 
vestment of Pesohiera, and was 
present at the battles of Palestro 
and Solferino. On the cession of 
his native province to Franco, he 
determined to retain his Italian 
nationality. Soon afterwards he 
was nominated a Senator by King 
Victor Emanuel. He was also made 
lieutenant-general, and conducted 
the military operations at Ancona, 
Capua, and Quota. In 1801 lie 
became Minister of Marino in tho 
administration of Baron Ricasoli, 
and in 1800 he was sent to Germany, 
whore, as plenipotentiary of Italy, 
he signed tlie Treaty of Prague. 
In 1807 lie was intrusted by tlio 
king, whose first aide-de-camp he 
had been for some time previously, 
with the formation of a cabinet in 
which he held the portfolio of 
Foreign Affairs, besides being 
President of the Council; and not¬ 
withstanding numerous financial 
difficulties, and the complications 
of the Roman question, ho remained 
in power till Nov., 1SG9, when a 
now Cabinet was formed by Signor 
Lanza. G en. Menabrea was sent as 
ambassador to Vienna in Nov. 1870, 
but was recalled in tho following 
year. He was appointed Ambas¬ 
sador at the Court of St. James’s in 
May, 187G. He w r as subsequently 
appointed Ambassador at Paris, 
Ennobled in 184.3, ho was created a 
Count in 1801, and Marquis de Vnl- 
Dora in 1873. 

MENDES, Catnlle, was born at 
Bordeaux in 18 JO. In 1800 he es¬ 
tablished, in Paris, La Reinc Ran- 
taisiste, in which he published "Le 
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Roman (Tune Nuit,” a drama in 
verse, but being under age lie wag 
condemned to two months’ impri¬ 
sonment and a fine of 500 francs. 
His other works include "'Philo¬ 
mela,” a volume of lyrics, 1861; 

Hesperus,” a poem, 1SG9 ; "La 
Cnlt*r« d’un Franc-tirour, f Odelette 
GuorritVe/'lS/l; k * Contes Kpiques,” 
1672, republished in 1870 under 
the title of "Poesies.” Several 
novoU, "Les Folies Amoureuses,” 
1877 j" Les Mores Ennomies,” I860; 
" La Divine Adventure,” 1881, in 
conjunction with M. Leaclide j “ Le 
Rose et le Koir,” 1885, and various 
Xjieccs for the theatre. In 1800 he 
married Mile. Judith Gautier. 

MENZEL, Adolf Friedrioh Erd¬ 
mann, German historical painter, 
was horn Dec. S ,1815, at Breslau,biit 
removed in 183U with his parents 
to Berlin, where he studied art at 
the academy. On his father’s 
death he had to support himself, 
and first began by selling pen and 
ink drawings. In 1830 ho made 
his first attempt in oil painting, 
" The Chess Players,” followed by 
several other pictures j but from 
ISO9-12 he worked at the illustra¬ 
tions to Kugler’s "History of 
Frederick the Great.” Since then 
he has become celebrated as a 
painter of the most life-like and 
accurate scones from the ago of 
Frederick; his first important 
work of the period was the " Round 
Table of Frederick the Great,” 
1850, followed by the " Flute Con¬ 
cert at Sanssouci,” 1852 j " Frede¬ 
rick’s Reception in Breslau,” and 
" Frederick at the Battle of Hocli- 
kirch,” 1856 ; “ B1 ticker and Wel¬ 
lington at Waterloo,” 1858, and 
many others. All these paintings 
are remarkable for Btrong realism, 
great power of characterisation, 
and for the masterly skill with 
which every detail is represented. 
Between 1801-05 Menzel was work¬ 
ing at the w Coronation of William 
I. j ” in 1871 he completed the 
" Fling’s Departure from Berlin/ 1 
and from 1872-75 he worked at 


u Modem Cyclops,” representing a 
scene from tho great ironworks, 
and one of tho most extraordinary 
and remarkable of all his paintings. 
His later works are tho excellent 
illustrations to Kloist’s "Broken 
Jug,” 1677, and a clever toddy 
picture, "The Ball Supper,” besides 
a large number of pen and ink 
drawings and water colours. He 
has been, since 1S3G, Professor at 
the Berlin Academy, and is a 
member of the academics of Vienna 
and Munich, and lion, member of 
the English Royal Water Colour 
Society. In 1885 an exhibition uf 
Ms works was hold in Paris, which 
not even tho French hatred of 
Germany could make anything but 
a success. His illustrations to the 
workB of Frederick tho Great have 
lately been republished in 2 rois., 
4to. (London i H. Grovel and 
Co.). 

MERCIE, Marcus Jean Antoine, a 
French sculptor, was born at Tou¬ 
louse, Oct. 30, 1815. He was a 
pupil of Falguiere and Jout?roy, and 
studied at the Ecole tics Beaux Arts. 
In 1SGS he obtained the Prix do 
Rome, and the same year exhibited 
a medallion at the Salon. In 1672 
he sent from Rome a plaster statue 
of David, and Dalila, a bust; and 
in 1874 " Gloria Victis,” a group 
in bronze, attracted much atten¬ 
tion, and was purchased by the 
Government. " The Genius of the 
Arts,” intended for the grand 
entrance of the Louvre, was ex¬ 
hibited in 1877 ; the plaster model 
of the bas-relief for the tomb of 
Michelet in Pere Lachaise, in 
1879,* and a statue of "Arago,” 
in 1880. Besides these ho has 
modelled various portrait busts. 
M. Mercie was decorated with the 
Legion of Honour in 1874, and 
made an officer in 1879. 

MEREDITH, George, novelist 
and poet, bora in Hampshire, 
about 182S, and educated partly 
in Germany, was brought up to 
the law, which he quitted for 
literature, Hq has written 
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" Poems" 1851 ; " The Shaving 
of Shagpat, nn Arabian Entei'taiu- 
mflnt/” a burlesque prose poem, 
1855; " Farina, ft Legend of Co¬ 
logne/* 1857; “Tlio Ordeal of 
Richard Fevoril/* ft philosophical 
novel, bearing upon the more 
serious quebtions of moral educa¬ 
tion, 1 S 59 ; rt Evan Harrington/* 
a serial tale of modern life, first 
printed in On.cc a TFeefc, and re¬ 
published in a separate form, 1861; 
" Modern Love: Poems and 
Ballads/* 1802; " Emilia in 

England/* 1801 j "Rhoda Flem¬ 
ing/* 1S03; w Yittoria/* I860; 
“The Adventures of Harry 'Rich¬ 
mond, 1871; * f The Egoist/* a 
novel, 3 vols., 1S79; "The Tragic 
Comedians/* 2 vols., 18S1, a novel 
founded on the life and tragic fate 
uf Ferdinand Lassalle, the German 
socialist: and " Poems and Lyrics 
of the Joy of Earth/* 1883. His 
last book is " Diana of the Cross- 
ways/* 3885. A new edition of 
Mr. Meredith's novels, each com¬ 
plete in one voluiuo, is now being 
published. 

MERIVALE, The Very Rev. 
Charies, D.D., Dean of Ely, son of 
the late John H. Merivale, Esq., of 
Barton Place, Devon, and hrothor 
of the late Mr, Herman Merivale, 
bom in 1808, was educated at 
Harrow, Haileybury, and St. 
John's College, Cambridge, of 
which he was successively scholar, 
follow, and tutor. He took his 
B.A. degree in high honours in 
1830, was a select Preacher befoie 
the University of Cambridge in 
1838—10, one of the Preachers at 
Whitehall in 1839—41, Hulsean 
Lecturer at Cambridge in 1861, and 
Boyle Lecturer in lbG4 and 1865. 
He was rector of Lawford, Essex, 
1848—G9; Chaplain to the Speaker 
of the House of Commons from 1SG3 
to 1869} and was installed Dean 
of Ely, Dec. 29, 1809. He is the 
author of a" History of the Homans 
under the Empire,” published in 
8 vols., 8 vo, in 1850—62; " Boyle 
Lectures/* 1864, 1805; " Trans- 
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lation of Homer's Iliad/* in English 
rhymed verse, 2 vols., 18G9; 
" General History of Pome from 
the Foundation of tlio City to the 
Fall of Augustulus, B.o. 753-a.d. 
470/* 8 vo, London, 1875; and 
"Lectures on Early Church His¬ 
tory/* 1879. 

MERIVALE, Herman Charlos, son 
of the late Horman Merivale, Per¬ 
manent Undor-Socrotary of State 
for the ^ Colonies, and afterwards 
for India, was born in London, 
January 27tli, 1839, and educated 
at Harrow and at Balliol College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. 
in 1861. He was called to the 
Bar at the Inner Temple in 18G4, 
and served on the Western Circuit 
and Exeter Sessions. He after¬ 
wards practised in the Privy 
Council on Indian Appeals. Under 
the late Lord Beaconsfield's Reform 
Act he served on the Boundary 
Commission for North Wales. 
From 1870 to 1880 he was editor of 
the Annual Register , and in 1879, 
owing to ill-health, was obliged to 
give up the legal profession. 
Since then he has occupied him¬ 
self almost entirely with literature 
and politics. His chief works are 
the plays "All for Her/* 1874; 
"Forget me Not/* 1879 5 "The 
Cynic/* 1882; " F 6 dora” (from 
Sardou), 1883 ; and " Our Joan," 
1885 ; a novel, " Faucit of Balliol/* 
1882; " Binko*s Blues/' a fairy 
tale, 1881; "White Pilgrim, and 
other Poems/' 1883 ; " Florienand 
other Poems/* 1881; besides some 
other dramas and various essays, 
travels, verse, &c., in All the Tear 
Round (under Charles Dickens), 
the Spectatw, the World, &o. Mr. 
Merivale takes an active part in 
politics, and until Mr. Gladstone's 
new departure in Irish policy, was 
President of the Liberal Council 
of the Eastbourne Division. 

MERMILL0D, Gaspard, D.D., 
Bishop of Geneva, horn at Carouge, 
near Geneva, in 1824, embraced 
the ecclesiastical state at an early 
age, and it* 184G became parish 
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priest of (Geneva, There lie dia- 
playod remarkable activity, was 
mainly instrumental in raising the 
Church of Notre Dame, which waa 
opened in 1857* and obtained great 
influence at Rome on account of hia 
zeal and rare eloquence. In 1804 
he was consecrated Bishop of He¬ 
bron, i.p.i.j and appointed Auxi¬ 
liary to the Bishop of Lausanne 
and Geneva, as Vicar-General. In 
1873, Plus IX. nominated him 
Vicar-Apostolic of Geneva, which 
was thus separated from the diocese 
of Lausanne. This act was con¬ 
sidered ns the creation of a new 
hierarchical office in the Canton 
without the consent of the Govern¬ 
ment. Consequently, on Feb. 17.* 
the Bishop was exiled, and it was 
added, ,r this decree is to hold good 
as long as the person elected shall 
not declare to the Federal Council, 
or to the Government of Geneva, 
that be renounces the functions 
confened upon him, contrary to 
the decisions of the Cantonal and 
Federal authorities,” For ton 
years. Bishop Mermillod was ab¬ 
sent from his flock, yet ever active 
in his zealous labours for the 
Catholic Faith in France, in Rome, 
and in other parts of Europe, being 
regarded as one of the most emi¬ 
nent prelates of the Roman Church. 
In 1879 Leo XIII. settled the 
dispute by appointing the new 
bishop of Freiburg-Lausanne, also 
bishop of Geneva, Dr. Mermillod 
only retaining the title of bishop. 
Bishop Mermillod has published 
numerous Sermons, Conferences, 
Discourses, and other works on 
theological topics. 

METTERNICH (Prinoe Re), 
Richard Clement Joseph Lothaire 
Hermann, diplomatist, son of the 
famous statesman Prince Motter- 
nich, horn at Vienna, Jan. 7,1829, 
was educated as a diplomatist, 
became attached to the Austrian 
embassy at Paris in 1852, and was 
made Secretary of Legation there 
in Deo. 1851. In the complications 
which arose in 1859, before the 


Italian war broke out. Prince Met- 
ternii-h was untmsted by the Aus¬ 
trian government with a special 
mission to Paris, and at the close 
of the war ho became Ambassador 
of Austria at the French court, 
which position he retained till Dec. 
1871. Ho was named Hereditary 
Councillor of the Austrian Empire, 
April 18, 1861, and Councillor in 
Nov. 1864. 

MERRY, The Rev. William 
Walter, M.A., Rector of Lincoln 
College, Oxford, son of the late 
Walter Merry, Esq., and grandson 
of William Merry, Esq., for many 
years Deputy-Secretary for War, 
was bom in 1835, and educated at 
Cheltenham College, whence he 
proceeded to Oxford, as a scholar 
of Balliol, in 1853. Mr. Merry waa

Humaniorcs 
in 1856. He gained the Chancel¬

confidence of the Prince, who was 
only eighteen years of age when he 
wa's crowned in Belgrade cathedral, 
Aug. 22, 1872. On June 12, 187b, 
Prince Milan issued a proclama¬ 
tion stating that “the insurrection 
in the Turkish provinces has 
found its way to the frontiers of 
Servia, enclosing the whole Prin¬ 
cipality by an iron band,” which 
had compelled him f ‘ to place 
his people under arms.’* Shortly 
afterwards (June 22),he sent what 
may be called a threatening letter 
to the Grand Vizier, and then lie 
formally proclaimed (June 30) that 
he intended to join his arms to 
those of Bosnia and Herzegovina in 
order to secure the liberation of the 
Slavonic Christians from the yoke 
of the Porte. On July 2, a joint 
declaration of war was sent by the 
Prince of Servia and the Hospodar 
of Montenegro to the Turkish Go¬ 
vernment, their troops crossing the 
frontier at the same time. The 
Prince departed from Belgrade 
(July 2 \), to assume the command 
of the Servian troops in the field; 
but he soon returned to his capital 
(Aug J 2) a and appointedthe Russian 
genera], Tchornayeif, to the com¬ 
mand of the Servian forces. On 
Sept. 1, an important battle under 
the walls of Alexinatz resulted in 
the complete defeat of the Servian 
army. The great Powers now in¬ 
terposed, but the negotiations for 
the suspension of hostilities were 


delayed by an ill-advised step which 
Princo Milan, at the instigation of 
General Tcheruayeff, was induced 
to take. On Sept. 10, he was pro¬ 
claimed King of Servia at Deli grad, 
although, upon the general expres¬ 
sion of disapproval which followed, 
his Highness appeared disposed to 
disclaim uny active share in the 
performunco. "War broke out a gain, 
and the Servian, army, though 
largely reinforced by Italian vo¬ 
lunteers—men as well as officer^— 
was ignominiously beat on. On Oct. 
31, the Turks captured the town of 
Alexinatz, and on tho following day 
Deligrad was captured, thus leaving 
the road to Belgrade completely 
open. A peace was now concluded 
between Turkey and Servia on 
favourable terms to tho latter. 
When, however, Russia made war 
upon Turkey, Prince Milan saw an 
opportunityof gaining complete in¬ 
dependence, and a proclamation of 
the Servian Government, dated 
Doc. 11,1877, made known that the 
Servian army was immediately to 
cross the Turkish frontier, which 
they did on the following day, under 
the command of Generals Lesjanin 
and Benitzki. After tho close of 
the war the independence of Servia 
was recognised, and its boundaries 
defined by the Treaty of Berlin 
(July 13, 1878). Prince Milan 
married, Oct. 17, 1875, Natalie, 
daughter of the late liussiun Colo¬ 
nel Keschko, by his wife Pulcheria, 
Princess of Stourdza, Servia was 
proclaimed a kingdom under King 
Milan I. on March G, 1882. On 
Oct. 23, in that year, as the King 
and Queen were entering the ca¬ 
thedral of Belgrade, Madame Mar- 
kovitch, widow of Lieutenant-colo¬ 
nel Markovitch. who had been shot 
for a dynastic conspiracy five years 
previously, fired at his Majesty, 
missing him and wounding a female 
on-looker in the thigh. The at¬ 
tempted assassination took place 
just after the King’s return from 
Rustchuk, whither he had gone to 
visit Prince Alexander of Bulgaria.

Unfortunately this friendly inter¬ 
course dicl not, in 1NS5, prevent 
King Mi inn declaring war upon 
Priiic** Alexander, on the ground of 
the unlawful union of Bulgaria 
and Eastern Koumelin. His army 
liad some success tit first, hut 
witliiu a fortnight was driven back, 
defeated and crushed, within the 
Servian frontier. Prince Alexander 
behaved like a hero; but it is not 
known that King Milan ever ex¬ 
posed himself under fire. King 
Milan has a son, the Crown Prince 
Alexander, born Aug. 14,1876. 

MILLAIS, Sir John Everett, Burt., 
If.A., son of John William Millais, 
Esq., by Mary, daughter of Richard 
Evermy, Esq., and widow of Enoch 
Hodgkinson, Esq., was bom at 
Southampton in 1829. The family 
of Millais has held for centuries a 
place among the lessor landlords 
in the island of Jersey, where the 
name doubtless existed long prior 
to the Norman conquest of England. 
At the early age of nine he began 
his art education in Mr. Sass's 
Academy, and two years later ho 
became a student at the Royal Aca¬ 
demy, whore he gained the principal 
rlzos for drawing. He gained his 
rat medal at the Society of Arts 
when only nine. “ Pizarro seizing 
the Inca of Peru,” his first exhibited 
picture, was at the Academy in 
1816, followed by“ Dunstan's Emis¬ 
saries seizing Queen Elgiva/' and a 
colossal cartoon at the Westminster 
Hall competition, "The Widow's 
Mite,” in 1817. and the picture of 
“ The Tribe of Benjamin seizing 
the Daughters of Shiloh,” at the 
British Institution in 1848. Keat’s 
“Isabella” was the subject of his 
pencil in 1849. While a student in 
the Academy’s schools, his taBte 
had tacitly rebelled against the 
routine conventions of academic 
teaching, and, strengthened in that 
feeling by such specimens of early 
Italian art as fell in their way, he 
and his friends, William Holman 
Hunt and Dante Gabriel Rossetti, 
resolved to study nature as it ap¬ 


peared to them, not as it appeared 
in “the antique.” These views 
were afterwards adopted by Charles 
Collins and other younger painters, 
who were termed, half in jest and 
half in earnest, the “Pre-Raphaelite 
School.” For a short time the 
artists tried to enforce their views 
by the pen ns well as the brush, in 
a short-lived periodical, The Gcnn , 
or Art and Poetry , which appeared 
in 1850. The principal works exe¬ 
cuted by Mr. Millais under the in¬ 
fluence of his new convictions are a 
mystical picture of “ Our Saviour,” 
and " Ferdinand lured by Arid,” 
in 1850 ; " Mariana in the Moated 
Grange,” and the “Woodman's 
Daughter,” in 1851 j and “ The 
Huguenot ” and “ Ophelia,” in 1852. 
Mr. Ruslan came, in 1851, to the 
support of the new school with 
enthusiastic approval, freely ex¬ 
pressed in letters to the Times, in 
1S52, as well as in a pamphlet on 
Pre-Raphaelitism, and in his "Lec¬ 
tures on Architecture andPainting,” 
in 1853. Mr. Millais was elected an 
Associate of the Royal Academy in 
1853, and became R. A. in Dec. 18G3. 
He exhibited "Tile Order of Re¬ 
lease” and " The Proscribed Royal¬ 
ist” in 1853; “The Rescue” in 
1855 ; “Peace Concluded,” “Au¬ 
tumn Leaves,” and “ L’Enfant du 
Regiment,” in 1856; “A Dream of 
thePast—Sirlsumhms at theFord,” 
in 1857, “ The Heretic,” in 1S38; 
“ Yale of Rest,” and " Spring 
Flowers,” in I860; “The Black 
Brunswicker,” in 1801; “ My First 
Sermon/ in 1803; “ My Second 
Sermon,” and “ Charley is myDax*- 
ling,” in 1864; “Joan of Arc,” and 
“ The Romans leaving Britain,” in 
1863; and “Sleeping,” “Waking,” 
and “ Jephthah,” in 1867; “ Sis¬ 
ters,” « Rosalind and Celia,” “Stel¬ 
la,” " Pilgrims to St. Paul's,” and 
“ Souvenir of Velasquez ” (his 
diploma work), in 1868; “The 
Gambler's Wife,” “Vanessa,” “The 
End of the Chapter,* * and " A Dream 
at Dawn,” in I860; “A Flood,” 
"The Knight Errant,” “The Boy* 
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hood of Raleigh” and “A Widow's 
Mite,” in 1870 j " Chill October,” 
" .Tosliua fighting with Amalek/’ 
'* A Somnambulist,” and “ Yes or 
No 'f ” in 1873 ; " Flowing to the 
Itiver/* and “Flowing to the Sea/' 
in 1872; "Early Days/'"New Laid 
Eggs,” and " LullaRookli,” in 1873; 
" Scotch Firri/’ " Winter Fuel/’ 
"The Picture of Health/’ "The 
North-West Passage/ 3 "Still for a 
Moment/' and "A Day-Dream/’ in 
1871: " The Fringe of the Moor/’ 
" The Crown of Love/’ and "No!” 
in 1875; " Forbidden Fruit/’" Over 
the Hilla and Fur Away,” and 
"(letting Letter/’ in 1870; "A 
Yeoman of the Guard/’ "The Sound 
of Many Waters/’ and " Yes! ” in 
1877; "The Princedinthe Tower/’ 
"A Jersey Lily” (Mrs, Langtry), 
and " St. Martin’s Summer,” in 
lfi/8. In 1S78, Mr. Millais also 
exhibited " A Good Resolve/’ in the 
Grosvenor Gallery ; and " The 
Pride of Lainmerinoor/’ in King i 
Street, St. James's. He exhibited 
at the Royal Academy "The Tower 
of Strength/’ and a portrait of Mr, 
Gladstone, 1870; a portrait of him¬ 
self (painted by invitation for the 
CoUcetion of Portraitd of Artists 
painted by themselves in the TJffizi 
Gallery, Florence), " Cuckoo/’ and 
n portrait of Mr. Bright, 1880; por¬ 
trait of Principal Caird, D.D., 

" Cinderella,” and portraits of the 
Earl of Beaconsfield, and of Dr. 
Fraser, Bishop of Manchester, 1881; 
a portrait of Cardinal Newman, 
1882; "Tine Grande Dame/* "The 
Grey Lady/’ a portrait of the Mar¬ 
quis of Salisbury, and " Forget-me- 
not,” 1883. A large number of 
these, as well as some later pic¬ 
tures, were brought together in the i 
exhibition of the artist’s works held j 
at the Grosvenor Gallery in the j 
early months of 18SG. He was j 
decorated with the Legion of 
Honour in 1878. In 18S1, he was 
appointed a trustee of the National 
Portrait Gallery, in the place of the 
late Dean Stanley; and in 1832, he 
was elected a Foreign Associate of 


theAcademie dps Beaux-Arts, in the 
place of the Italian sculptor Dupre. 
In 18H3 lie was made a baronet on 
the recommendation of Mr. Glad¬ 
stone. Sir J. E. Millais is married 
to Euphcmia-Chalmerd, daughter 
of George Gray, Esq., of Bowers- 
well, Perth, N.B. 

MILLER, Joaquin, an American 
poet, whose real name is Cincinnatna 
Heine Miller, was born in the Wa¬ 
bash district, Indiana, Nov. 10,1841. 
When he was thirteen years old his 
father emigrated to Lane county, 
Oregon, whence the boy went three 
years later to try liis fortune in 
California. After a wandering life 
of seven years, he returned home in 
I860, and entered a lawyer’s office 
I at Eugene, Oregon. The next year 
he was an express messenger in the 
gold-mining districts of Idaho, 
which he left to take charge of the 
Democratic Register, & weekly news¬ 
paper at Eugene, afterwards sup¬ 
pressed by the authorities for its 
| political sentiments. In 1803 lie 
opened a law office in Canon City, 

1 Oregon. From I860 to 1870, he 
served as county judge of Grant 
1 county, and during this time began 
to write his poems. He published 
first a collection in paper covers 
called " Specimens,” and next a 
volume with, the title " Joaquin et 
al ./’ from which he derived his 
| pseudonym. In 1870 he went to 
London, where he published in 
! the following year, his " Songs of 
the Sierras,” and " Pacific Poems/’ 
In 1873 appeared "Songs of the 
Sun Lands” and a prose volume 
entitled " Life among the Ma- 
does: Unwritten History.” His 
later works are " The Ship in the 
Desert,” 1875; "First Fam’lies 
in the Sierras,” 1875 (repub¬ 
lished in 1831, under the title of 
" The Danites in the Sierras ”); 
"The One Fair Woman,” 1876; 

" Baroness of N. Y./’ 1877; " Songs 
of Far Away Lands,” 1878; " Songs 
of Italy,” 1878; " Shadows of 
Shasta,” 1881 ; " Memorie and 
Rime/* 1884; and " Forty-Nine, 
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the Gold-Seuker of the Sierras/' 
1881. A new edition of his poetical 
works was published in 1882. He 
resides at New York. 

MIIXS, Sir Charles, K.C.M.G., 
O.B., was educated at Bonn, and 
served in the 9Sth Foot, and on 
the staff of IE.M. army in India, 
China, Turkey, and the Cape. He 
afterwards served as commissioner 
for the formation of German settle¬ 
ments, and subsequently as High- 
Sheriff, Auditor, and Secretary to 
the Government in British Kuff- 
raria. On the annexation of that 
territory to Capo Colony lie repre¬ 
sented the division of King Wil- 
liamstown in the Colonial parlia¬ 
ment. In October, 1897, he was 
appointed Chief Finance Clerk to 
the Colonial Office; in 1871, Chief 
Clerk * and in 1S72, Under Secre- 
tai’y. He served on special com¬ 
missions for financial and other 
matters, and in 1880-82 was com¬ 
missioner in London for the adjust¬ 
ment of expenditure connected 
with the Kaffir war. In July, 1882, 
he was appointed Agent-General 
for the Capo of Good Hope in 
London, and Boyal Commissioner 
and Executive Commissioner for 
the Cape Colony at the Colonial 
and Indian Exliibition, 188G. 

MILNE (Admiral of the Fleet), 
Sir Alexander Milne, Bart., G.C.B., 
K.C.B., F.K.S.E., is the second son 
of the late Admiral Sir David 
Milne, G.C.B. Ho was born in 
180(5, and first entered the Naval 
service in IS 17, was actively em¬ 
ployed as Lieutenant Commander 
and Caj)tain on the Brazil, Home, 
and North American and West 
India stations j promoted to Com¬ 
mander, 1830, and Captain, 1839 j 
was Flag Captain to his father at 
Devonport, 1812-43, where he com¬ 
manded the Caledonia , and was 
employed at Tangier, the coast of 
Portugal, and as Flag Captain to 
Admiral BowIcb in Ireland j was 
Flag Captain to Sir Charles Ogle 
at Portsmouth, and to Sir Charles 
Napier in the Channel Squadron, 


In 1817 he was appointed a Jiuiiur 
Lord of the Admiralty, and served 
with successive governments until 
1858, during which period lie was 
Superintending Lord of the Great 
Store, Victualling, and Transport 
Departments, and (1853) during 
the Crimean war was created a 
K.C.B., and was instrumental 
in introducing many important 
measures for the benefit of the 
service. Sir Alexander was again 
appointed to the Admiralty as 
the Senior Naval Lord in 18GO¬ 
GS, and at a subsequent period in 
1872-7G, when he retired, having 
served with nine First Lords of the 
Admiralty, and was then created a 
Baronot. In 18G0 he was appointed 
to the North Amorican and West 
India command, with tlio tempo¬ 
rary rank of Vice-Admiral, and 
received H.K.H. the Prince of 
Wa2es at Halifax* Before the 
termination of his command he 
received the approval of the Lord 
Commissioner of the Admiralty. 
Sir Alexander was the only Ad¬ 
miral over the station who had 
ever officially visited any ports of 
the United States, since the war of 
1812. He arrived at New York in 
Oct. 1863, at the time of the Civil 
War, and his visit as expressed hy 
Lord Lyons, ILM/s Minister at 
Washington to the Foreign Office, 
appears to have proved satisfac¬ 
tory. Sir Alexander Milne was 
received with the utmost courtesy 
and cordiality by the President as 
well as the members of the govern¬ 
ment at Washington, and on his 
return to England received the 
commendations of the Admiralty. 
In 18G9 Sir Alexander was ap¬ 
pointed Commander-in-Chief on 
the Mediterranean Station with 
his Flag in the Lord Warden. He 
was present at the opening of the 
Suez Canal in November. He 
visited various ports of the station, 
and, in Aug, 1870, assumed the 
command of the combined Medi¬ 
terranean and Channel Squadrons 
at Gibraltar, for exercise on the 
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roast of Portugal, lu September 
he returned to England and struck 
his flag, receiving the approval of 
the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty for the able manner in 
which he conducted his duties in 
the >1 e literranean. He was elected 
an Elder Brother of the Trinity 
House in 1S70, lias been chairman 
of various professional committees, 
and president of a committee for 
the Defence of the Colonies and 
Coaling Stations. Sir Alexander 
i-i a magistrate for Berwickshire. 
He married, in 1830, Euphemia, 
daughter of the late Archibald 
Cochran of A-hkirk. 

MINTO, William, was born on 
Oct. 10,1813, at Auchintoul, Alford, 
Aberdeenshire, and took the degree 
of M.A. at Aberdeen in April, 1805, 
with honours in classics, mathema¬ 
tics, and philosophy, and other aca¬ 
demic distinctions, winning in the 
same year the Scottish University 
Ferguson Scholarship in classics. 
He entered Merton College, Ox¬ 
ford, in 1800, hut left next year 
without taking a degree. lie 
acted for some years as assistant 
to Professor Bain, of Aberdeen, 
and wrote two biographical and 
critical books on English Litera¬ 
ture, English Prose writers (1872, 
3rd ed. 1SS0), and English Poets 
(1871, 2nd ed. 1885). He con¬ 
tributed occasionally to the now- 
extinct Examiner, of which journal 
he was appointed editor in 1S74. 
Ho held that position for four 
years, and thereafter was on the 
leader-writing staff of the Daily 
News and the Pall Ma?l Gazdie. 
Mr. Minto was appointed Professor 
of Logic in Aberdeen in 18S0, and 
is the author of a novel “ The 
Crack of Doom/* first published 
in Blackwood's Magazine, (1885) j 
of “ Defoe” in Mr. John Morley’s 
series of English Men of Letter*, 
(187U); of several literary bio¬ 
graphies in the new edition of the 
Eneyclojpwdia Britannica, including 
Byron, Chancer, Spenser, Dryden, 
Pope, Sheridan, Fielding, Scott, 


Dickens, Lyttou, and John StuurL 
Mill; and of various contributions 
to the Nineteenth Ccaiimj, the iVf- 
nighlhj B view, and Mac mil Ion's 
Magazine. 

MIOLAM* - CAEVALH0, Madauo 
Marie Caroline, vocalist, born at 
Marseille », Dee. 31, 1S27, w.u edu¬ 
cated at a school in the neighbour¬ 
hood, and shortly afterward-; en¬ 
tered the Conservatoire of 1 \uh, 
where she rein.lined for two yeais. 
under Duprez. Having carried off 
the firbfc prize at the Conservatoire, 
she made a tour through the prin¬ 
cipal cities of France, in which *he 
sang in concerto in company with 
her master, and nu her return to 
Paris made her »? r >u* at the (.fraud 
Opera with brilliant success, in 
“ Lucia di L tmmermoor,” and the 
second act of fC La Juive.” She w as 
immediately afterwards engaged .it 
the Opera Comique, where a lie ap¬ 
peared in Auber's “ f Ami iru-N* dr be,” 
and, later, in “ Le Ckud v and •* Uir- 
alda,” the hitter liav ing been com¬ 
puted expressly for h* r by Adolphe 
Adam. She f-ang in "Actum/ 1 
** Lea Mj stores d’Udolpho,” “ La 
Cour do Celiments** " Led Nuuos de 
Jeanette,” and **Lo Nubab,” all 
written for her. In 1S53 Mdlle. 
Miolan was mumed to M. Lum 
Oarvaille, called Carvalho, director 
of the Thedtrc Lyriquo, of which 
establishment she at once became 
the prima donna, singing in " Fan- 
clionette,” rf Margot,” "La Keine 
Topaze,” "La Marguerite,” "Los 
Hoces do Figaro,” and other now 
operas. On tlio death of Madame 
Bosio, in 1839, Mr. Gye was recom¬ 
mended byM. Meyerbeer to nupply 
her place with Slat lame Miolau- 
Carvalho, who appeared, July 20, in 
the character of Dinoruh, and at 
once became a favourite. During 
her second season in London, she 
was completely established as one 
of the first operatic singers of the 
day. She was the original Mar¬ 
guerite in Gounod’s opera of 
"Faust,” und appeared at the 
Boyal Italian Opera of London in 
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that character with great success 
iu 1SG3. 

MITCHELL, Maria, was bom at 
Nantucket, Massachusetts, Aug. 1, 
1818. For astronomy and its cog¬ 
nate branches she had a strong pre¬ 
dilection, and at an early age became 
an active assistant of her father, 
who was himself a teacher and an 
astronomer of some note, and car¬ 
ried on a series of independent 
observations. In 1817 she disco¬ 
vered a telescopic comet, for which 
she received a gold modal from the 
King of Denmark. She calculated 
the elements of this comet, and 
communicated them to the Smith¬ 
sonian Institution; and was sub¬ 
sequently employed on the Coast 
Survey and in the compilation of 
the American Nautical Almanac. 
She visited Europe and the prin¬ 
cipal observatories of Great Britain 
and the Continent in 1857, and in 
18(35 was appointed Professor of 
Astronomy in the Yassar College, a 
collegiate institution for women at 
Poughkeepsie, New York, a position 
which she still retains. 

MITCHELL, The Hon. Peter, 
horn Jan. 4, 1821, at Newcastle, 
Miramichi, province of New Bruns¬ 
wick, and educated at the same 
place, was in 1 85G elected a repre¬ 
sentative for his native county to 
serve in the Provincial Parliament, 
and was subsequently re-elected. 
After serving as representative for 
five years, he was appointed Life 
Member of the Legislative Council, 
and was a member of the Executive 
Government of New Brunswick 
from 1808 till 18(35, when his go¬ 
vernment was defeated ^ on the 
question of the confederation of the 
British American provinces. He 
was three times appointed delegate 
to Canada and England, with the 
view of obtaining the construction 
of the Intercolonial Railway from 
Halifax to Quebec* and the con¬ 
federation of the provinces, In 
18G6 he was called upon, in con¬ 
nection with the Hon. R. D. Wil- 
mot, to form an administration to 


test the province on confederation, 
and was appointed President of the 
Executive Committee. Having dis¬ 
solved, they were sustained by a 
majority of 33 to 8, and confedera¬ 
tion was carried. Mr. Mitchell, 
who was an ardent advocate of 
union, did much by his writings 
and speeches in and out of parlia¬ 
ment to promote British connection. 
On the organisation of the Domi¬ 
nion government in July, 1807, 
Mr. Mitchell Avas called to the 
cabinet as Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries, which post he held until 
the resignation of the Macdo¬ 
nald Administration in 1873. Mr. 
Mitchell took an active part in the 
settlement of the Fisheries dispute 
between the Dominion of Canada 
and the Government of the United 
States, and has lately given im¬ 
portant aid in operations connected 
AYith the Canada Pacific Railway. 
In 1882 Mr. Mitchell Avas elected 
representative in the Dominion 
Parliament for Northumberland 
County, New Brunswick. 

MIVART, St. George, F.R.S., was 
born at 61 (then 39), Brook Street, 
Grosvenor Square, London, Nov. 
30,1827, and eduoated at Clapham 
Grammar School, Harrow School, 
King’s College, London, and finally 
at St. Mary’s College, Oscott, being 
prevented from going to Oxford (as 
intended) through having joined 
the Roman Catholic Church in 1814, 
He was called to the bar at Lincoln’s 
Inn in 1851; appointed Lecturer of 
St. Mary’s Hospital Medical School 
in 1862 j elected a Fellow of the 
Royal Society in 18G7 j Yice-Pre- 
sident of the Zoological Society in 
1869 and 1882,- Secretary of the 
Linnecan Society in 1874; and Pro¬ 
fessor of Biology at University 
College, Kensington, in 1874; 
creatod a Ph. D. (Rome) in 187G, 
and M, D. (Louvain), in 1884. 
Mr. St. George Mivart is the 
author of various papers in the 
publications of the Royal, the 
Lmneean, and the Zoological So¬ 
cieties, from 1804. E.g.: ff Onthe 
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Zoology., Anatomy, and Classifica¬ 
tion of Apes and Lemurs, especially 
on the Osteology of the Limbs com¬ 
pared with the Limbs of Man” 
(Phil. Trans.) 3 “The Myology of 
the Echidna, Agouti, Hyvax, 
Iguana, uud certain Tailed-Batra- 
chians" The Osteology of Birds 
" The Sciatic Plexus of Reptiles j” 
"The Structure of the Fins of 
Fishes, and the Nature and Genesis 
of the Limbs and Limb-Girdles of 
Vertebrate Animals generally 5 ” 
"A Memoir on the Insectivora,” 
published in the Cambridge Journal 
of Anatomy and Physiology , and 
translated in the A/males dea 
Sciences Nuturelles ; sundry papers 
in the Papular Science Review, and 
articles in the Quarterly, Fort¬ 
nightly, Dublin and Contemporary, 
and Nineteenth Century Reviews, 
from 1870 . Ho has also published 
the following books: — " Genesis 
of Species” 1871 (two editions) 3 
"Lessons in Elementary Ana¬ 
tomy,” 1875; "Man and Apes,” 
1S73 3 "Lessons from Nature,” 
1876 3 "Contemporary Evolution,” 
1876 j " Address to the Biological 
Section of the British Association,” 
1870j "The Cat” (an introduc¬ 
tion to the study of back-boned 
animals), 1881 ; "Nature and 
Thought” (an introduction to a 
natural philosophy), 1883. Mr. St. 
George Mivart also wrote the arti¬ 
cles "Apes,” " Reptilia (Anatomy),” 
and " Skeleton,” in the new edition 
of the " Encyclopedia Britannica 
a " Defence of Freedom and Li¬ 
berty of Conscience,” and "Exa¬ 
mination of Mr. Herbert Spencer’s 
Psychology,” in the Dublin Review. 
He has delivered lectures at the 
Zoological Gardens, Regent’s 
Park 3 ” at the London Institu¬ 
tion 3 at Leeds, Birmingham, Hull, 
Bradford, Bristol, Halifax, Lei¬ 
cester, and elsewhere. He is known 
through the "Genesis of Species” 
as, to a certain extent, Mr. Dar¬ 
win’s opponent—an opponent who, 
while fully asserting evolution 
generally, denies that it is appli¬ 
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cable to the human intellect, as 
also that “natural selection” is 
in any instance its true cause. Ho 
represents the formation of new 
species as mainly due to one mode 
of action of that plastic innate 
power manifest on all hands in 
nature, as evidenced by the many 
instances referred to by him. The 
author brings strongly forward the 
independent origin of similar struc¬ 
tures, insistence upon which is 
perhaps his principal contribution 
to physical philosophy. In his 
“ Lessons from Nature ” he has 
pointed out the fundamental dis¬ 
tinction between men and animals, 
distinctly defining wherein tho 
human intellect differs from the 
highest psychical actions of brutes. 
To this exposition no reply has as 
yet been made. 

MODJESKA, Helena, actress, 
born at Cracow, Poland, about 
IS 13, early manifested a desire for 
the stage, and after her marriage, 
at the age of seventeen, with her 
guardian (whose name she still 
bears on tho play bill!,), a humble 
beginning was made with a com¬ 
pany of strolling players. It was 
not. however, until after her hus¬ 
band’s death in 1865, and her 
marriage three years later to M. 
Chlapowsti, a Polish patriot and 
journalist, that she became the 
theatrical star and favourite of 
Warsaw, a position which she hold 
until about 1876, when she and her 
husband emigrated to America, 
Their experiences on a Californian 
farm were highly unprofitable. 
Mdme. Chlapowsti soon began to 
suffer from stage nostalgia, and as 
her funds did not allow of her 
return to Warsaw, the only course 
open to her was the apparently 
impossible one of acting in English, 
her only knowledge of the language 
being at the time derived from one 
of 0 uida’s novels, which it had taken 
her three months to got through. 
After six months of study, she 
made her appearance, in Aug. 
1877, in an English version of 
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'• Adrienne Loeouvrour’ 3 sit a. 
theatre iu San Francisco. Shu won 
tlio American public almost imme¬ 
diately, and lias siuce achieved, 
various triumphs on hotli sides of 
the Atlantic. 

MOLE 3 WORTH, Guilford 
Lindsay t civil engineer, son of the 
Rev. John Edward Nassau Molcs- 
U’orfch, D.D., vicar of Rochdale, 
was horn at Mill brook, Hants, in 
1823; educated at the college of 
Civil Engineers, Putney, after¬ 
wards served au appi’entice&hip to 
civil engineering under Mr. Dock- 
ray on the London and North 
Western Railway, and also in 
mechanical engineering under Sir 
Will mm Pair! mini at Manchester. 
Subsequently he was employed in 
various railway and other engineer¬ 
ing works iu connection with iron¬ 
works in South Wales. In 1852 
he was chief assiM.mt-engineer on 
the London Brighton and South 
Coast .Railway, which ho left in 
order to superintend the construc¬ 
tion of buildings and machinery in 
the ltoyul Arsenal at Woolwich 
during the Crimean War. After¬ 
wards lie practised as a Consulting 
Engineer in London for some years. 
In 1858 the Institution of Civil 
Engineers awarded to him tlio 
" Watt ” Medal and tlio ff Manby ” 
premium, for a paper read before 
the Institution on the subject 
of “ Conversion of Wood by 
Machinery.” In 185b he went out 
to the Ceylon railway as mechani¬ 
cal and locomotive engineer, and 
lie was appointed Chief Engineer 
of the Ceylon Government railway 
in 1802; Director-General of the 
railway in 1805; Director of 
Public Works in 1807 ; and Con¬ 
sulting Engineer to the Govern¬ 
ment of India in 1871. His " Pock¬ 
et-book of Engineering Forwulto ” 
passed through six editions in the 
first year, and is now a standard 
work in the profession. 

MOLES WORTH, TheRev jWilliam 
Nassau, M.A., son of the Rev. John 
Edward Nassau Molesworfh, D.D., 


was born at Millbrook, near South¬ 
hampton, Nov. S, ISIG, and edu¬ 
cated at the King’s School, Canter¬ 
bury, and at St, John’s and Pem¬ 
broke Colleges, Cambridge, gradu¬ 
ating, as a member of the latter, 
J).A. iu 1880, and M.A. in 1812. 
Taking orders, lie became incum¬ 
bent of St. Andrew’s, Manchester, 
in 1811, and vicar of St. Clement 
Spot and Rochdale in IS 11. Sir. 
Moles worth’s Works are: “ An 

Essay on the Religious Importance 
of tieculur Instruction,” 1857; 
,f Plain Lectures on Astronomy j ” 
** England and Franco,” 1800, being 
a prize essay on the importance of 
a eloso alliance between the two 
countrios j of which Lords Broug¬ 
ham, Clarendon, and Shaftesbury 
were the adjudicators. f ‘ A History 
of tlio Reform Bill of 1S32,” 1801, 
2 nd edition 1S05; new Sys¬ 
tem of Moral Philosophy,” 1807 ;

An abridged edition, in one volume, 
was published in 1877. His tf His¬ 
tory of the Church of England 
from tho year 1000 ” was published 
in 1882. Mr. Molcsworlh has taken 
a warm and active interest in many 
social questions, and especially in 
the co-operative movement, which 
he supported at a time when it was 
very unpopular, and with which he 
was connected almost from the 
first. He is a strong supporter 
of the Liberal party. 

MOLTKE, Hellmuth, Count Von, 
Chief Marshal *of the German 
Empire, Chief of the General Staff, 
is descended from a well-known 
Mecklenburg family, and was bom 
at Parchim, Oct. 2G, 1800, in the 
neighbourhood of which place his 
father, a former officer of the Mol- 
lendovf regiment, possessed the 
estate of Gnewitz. Soon after 
Hellmuth’e birth his parents settled 
down in Holstein; and thus the 
boy, in his twelfth year, went to 
Copenhagen, in order to devote 
himself, in the barracks there, to 
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the military profession. In 1822 
he entered the Prussian service, as 
a lieutenant in the 8tli infantry 
regiment, and studied in the Mili¬ 
tary Academy. The war had 
nearly ruined his parents, and the 
young officer was thrown entirely 
on his own resources. After having 
spent some time in the School of 
Division of Frankfort-on-the-Oder, 
Moltke was entered into the General 
Staff. In 1835 he undertook a tour 
in Turkey,which brought him under 
the notice of the Sultan Mahmoud, 
who advised with the young Prus¬ 
sian officer on the reorganization of 
the Turkish army. Moltke re¬ 
mained several years in Turkey, 
and in 1839 took part in the cam¬ 
paign of the Turks in Syria against 
the Viceroy Mehemed Ali of Egypt 
and his adopted son Ibrahim Pasha. 
In 1815, having returned to Prussia, 
and published an account of his 
Turkish experiences, he became ad¬ 
jutant to Prince Henry of Prussia, 
then resident in Pome, and after 
his death, in 1847, was engaged 
in connection with the general 
command on the Rhino, becoming, 
in ISIS, a member of the Grand 
General Staff, and in 1849, Chief 
of the Staff of the 1th Army Coz*ps, 
in Magdeburg. In 1858 he was 
advanced to the rank of Chief of 
the Grand General Staff of the 
Prussian Army, and in 1859 became 
a lieutenant-general. In the 
Austro-Italian war Moltke was 
present in the Austrian head-quar¬ 
ters. After the conclusion of peace, 
he spared no pains that he might 
fully develop the capacities of the 
Prussian General Staff and the 
Prussian Army. When the war of 
1801 against Denmark broke out, 
Moltko sketched the plan of the 
campaign, and assisted in its execu¬ 
tion, acting similarly in the case of 
the war of 1800. The whole plan 
of the Bohemian campaign was due 
to the Lieutenant-General, who 
was personally present in the battle 
of Kiiuiggmtz, which he led, and 
in like manner arranged the bold 


advance of the Prussian columns 
against Olmiitz and Vienna, and 
negotiated the armistice and the 
preliminaries of peace. For theso 
services he received the Order of 
the Black Eagle, and a national 
dotation. To “ Father Moltke” 
(Vnter Moltke), as he is familiarly 
termed in the German army, and 
his brilliant strategy nro ascribed 
the splendid victories of tlio German 
arms in the Franco-German war. 
He was practically the Commander- 
in-Chief. The whole plan of the 
campaign wa3 due to him. In re¬ 
cognition of his unrivalled services, 
Moltke was made the Chief Marshal 
of thoGerman Empire (Sept. 1871), 
again received a national dota¬ 
tion, and was created Count 18/2, 
The illustrious Marshal, who i3 
generally regarded as the first 
strategist of the day, received from 
the Czar the Order of St. George, 
the highest military decoration of 
Russia, in Oct. 1870 ; and from his 
own sovereign the Grand Cross of 
the Order of the Iron Cross, March 
! 22, 1871. An English translation 
of his ,f Observations on the Influ¬ 
ence that Arms of Precision have 
on Modern Tactics” was published 
at London in 1871. 

MOMMSEN, Theodor, born at 
Gar ding, in Schleswig, Nov, 30, 
18l7i studied at the University of 
Riel, and travelled from 1344 till 
1847. On his return ho wrote 
Humorous articles for the Schleswig- 
Holstein Journal , which lie con¬ 
ducted, and was made Professor of 
Law at Leipzig. Having been dis¬ 
missed on account of the part ho 
took in political affairs, he was 
made Titular Professor of Law at 
Zurich in 1852, at Breslau in 1851, 
and at Berlin in 1858. In 1875 ho 
was appointed Professor of Juris¬ 
prudence in tlio University of Leip¬ 
zig. On June 15,1882, he was tided 
at Berlin for having in an election 
speech slandered Prince Bismarck, 
but was acquitted. The decision 
was appealed against, and on April 
7,1883, the Imperial High Court of 
3 b 
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Appeal at Leipzig- finally acquitted 
Professor Mommsen of the charge. 
IIo has -written numerous learned 
works, has edited a magnificent 
work on Latin inscriptions, pub¬ 
lished by the Prussian Academy of 
Sciences, and a work on Homan 
Coins, and is best known in. Eng¬ 
land by his w Earliest Inhabitants 
of Italy ” of which a translation by 
Robertson appeared in London in 
1858, and “ History of Home,” 
translated byW. P. Dickson, and 
published in London in 1SG2-3. In 
1878 the King of Italy conferred 
on him the Grand Cross of the 
Order of SS. Maurice and Lazarus. 
In 1880, Professor Mommsen J s lib¬ 
rary was destroyed by fire; and 
a number of his English admirers 
had the happy idea of presenting 
him with a selection of classical 
and historical books, printed in 
England, to compensate him for 
some portion of his loss. 

MONCK (Viscount), The Eight 
Hon. CharleB Stanley Monck, born at 
Templemore, co. Tipperary, Oct. 
10,1819, was educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin, and called to the 
bar in Ireland in 184-1. He was 
returned one of the members for 
Portsmouth, in the Liberalinterest, 
in July, 1852, was re-elected in 
March, 1855, was defeated at the 
general election in March, 1857, and 
was an unsuccessful candidate for 
Dudley in April, 18G1. He was a 
Lord of the Treasury from 1855 till 
1858; was appointed a Commis¬ 
sioner of Charitable Donations and 
Bequests in Ireland in 1851, and 
Captain-General and Governor-in- 
Chief of Canada, and Governor- 
General of British America, Oct. 
28,18G1. His lordship was formally 
reappointed, under a fresh Act of 
Parliament, Governor of the United 
Provinces of Canada, Nova Scotia, 
and New Brunswick in June, 1867, 
but resigned in Nov. 1868. In 
1871 he was appointed a Commis¬ 
sioner of National Education in 
Ireland. On the disestablishment 
of the Irish Church in 1871 he was 


appointed a Commissioner to carry 
into effect the provisions of the 
Act; the other Commissioners being 
Mr. Justice Lawson and the late 
Mr. G. A. Hamilton. He succeeded 
his father as fourth viscount in the 
peerage of Ireland, April 20, 1819, 
and was made a peer of the United 
Kingdom, July 12, I860. 

M0N0EEIFF (Lord), The Eight 
Hon. James Monoreiff, second son of 
the late Sir James Wellwood Mon- 
creiff, ninth baronet, of Tulliebole, 
Kinross-shire (a Lord of Session in 
Scotland, by the title of Lord Mon- 
creiff), by Ann, daughter of Cap¬ 
tain George Eobertson, R.N., was 
born at Edinburgh, Nov. 29,1811, 
He was educated at the high sohool 
and at the University of Edin¬ 
burgh, and was admitted an advo¬ 
cate at the Scotch bar in 1833. He 
was Solicitor-General for Scotland 
from Peb, 1850, till April, 1851, 
when, on the elevation of Lord 
Rutherford to the bench, he was 
appointed the Lord Advocate, and 
continued to hold that office until 
the change of ministry in March, 
1852, Soon after being appointed 
Lord Advocate ho was returned to 
Parliament as member for the 
Leith district, as a Liberal, and in 
favour of free trade. He retained 
his seat for the Leith district till 
April, 1859, when he was elected 
for Edinburgh, which city he con¬ 
tinued to represent till 1868, when 
he was returned to Parliament as 
representative for the Universities 
of Glasgow and Aberdeen, He be¬ 
came Lord Advocate a second time 
in Dec, 1852, and ocoupied that 
position till March, 1858; a third 
time from June, 1859, till July, 
18GG; and a fourth time from Dec. 
18G8, till Nov. I860, when he was 
appointed Lord Justice Clerk and 
President of the Second Division of 
the Court of Session in Scotland. 
On this occasion he was sworn of 
the Privy Council, and took the 
courtesy title of Lord Moncreiff. 
It may be mentioned that in 1832 
ho brought in a Bill to abolish 
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religious tests in the Scotch Uni¬ 
versities, which was lost on the 
second reading. In 1853, however, 
he successfully introduced and car¬ 
ried the Bill, and among other mea¬ 
sures of which he was the promoter 
may he enumerated the "Valua¬ 
tion of Lands (Scotland) Act,” 
passed in 1854, and the "Bank¬ 
ruptcy (Scotland) Act,” in 185(1. 
Previous to his elevation to the 
judicial henrh. Lord Moncreiff was 
a deputy-lieutenant and justice of 
the pence for the county of Edin¬ 
burgh, Lean of the Faculty of 
Scotch Advocates, and Lieut 
Colonel of the Edinburgh Rifle 
Volunteers. He was elected Lord 
Rector of the University of Edin¬ 
burgh in the early part of the year 
1809 j was created a baronet May 
17, 1871 j and was raised to the 
peerage of the United Kingdom as 
Baron Moncreiff of Tulliebole, Kin¬ 
ross-shire, Jam 1> 1871, A novel 
published in 1871, under the title 
of "A Visit to my Discontented 
Cousin/* is said to have been writ¬ 
ten by Lord Monci eiff. In Aug. 
1878 , lie was appointed one of the 
Royal Commissioners under " The 
Endowed Institutions (Scotland) 
Act, 1878,” He succeeded in 1883 as 
11 th baronet, his brother, the Rev. 
Sir Henry Wellwood Moncreiff. 

MONIER-WILLIAMS, Sir'Monier, 
M.A., L.C.L., LL.D., Sanscidt 
scholar and Indologist, son of the 
late Col. Monier-Williams, Sur¬ 
veyor-Gen. of the Bombay Presi¬ 
dency, born at Bombay in 1819, 
was educated at privute schools and 
at King*s College, London, and 
entered at Balliol College, Oxfoid, 
in 1838. He soon after obtained 
an Indian writership, and pro¬ 
ceeded as a student to the E. I. 
College, Hnileybury, where he 
gained the first prizes in all the 
Oriental subjects. For domestic 
reasons ho resigned his Indian ap¬ 
pointment and returned to Oxford, 
became a member of University 
College, was elected to the Boden 
scholarship in 1843, graduated B, A. 


in 1841, and was awarded an hono¬ 
rary place in tho class list both in 
classics and mathematics. He was 
Professor of Sanscrit at Haileybury 
from 1841 till tho abolition of 
that institution, in 1838; when 
he removed to Cheltenham, and 
superintended the Oriental stu¬ 
dies at the College for two years. 
In Dec. 1800, nttor a long con¬ 
test, he wub elected Boden Sanscrit 
Professor at Oxford. Ho i3 also 
Fellow of Balliol College. The 
following is a list of his works: 
" A Practical Grammar of the San¬ 
scrit Language, arranged with re¬ 
ference to the Classical Languages 
of Europe, for the use of English 
Students,” published in 1846, of 
which a fourth edition was pub¬ 
lished by the Delegates of the Ox¬ 
ford University Press in 1877; an 
edition of the Sanscrit drama 
“Vikrainorvnsi” in 1819; "An 
English and Sanscrit Dictionary,” 
published by the E. I. Company in 
1851 j an edition of the text of the 
Sanscrit drama u S’akuntala,” with 
notes and litoral translations, in 
1853, of which a second edition was 
published by tho Univeislty of 
Oxford in 1870 j a frpe translation 
in English pro&o and verse of the 
Sanscrit drama " S’akuntala,” in 
1835, reprinted in 1850 ; " Rudi¬ 
ments of Hmcltfstuni, with an Ex¬ 
planation of the Persi-Arabic 

Alphabet, for the use of Chelten¬ 
ham College," in 1858 j " Original 
Papers Ulugh ating the History of 
the Application of the Roman Al¬ 
phabet to the Languages of India/' 
intrusted to him for publication by 
Sir Charles E. Trevelyan, Governor 
of Madras; a Romanised edition 
of the Hindustani work, " Btigh o 
Babur,” with notes, &c.; "Hindus¬ 
tani Primer,” and "An Easy In¬ 
troduction to the Study of Hindus¬ 
tani,” in 1859; " Story of Mala, a 
Sanscrit Poem, with vocabulary, 
and an improved version of Dean 
Milman's translation,” published 
by the Oxford University Press; 
and "Indian Epic Poetry; Sub- 
3 li 2 
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stance of Lectures/' in 18G3 ; and 
"A Sanscrit and English ^Dic¬ 
tionary/' published by the Univer¬ 
sity of Oxford in 1872; a work 
called Indian Wisdom, or Exam¬ 
ples of the Religious, Philosophical, 
and Ethical Doctrines of the Uin- 
dita/' third edition, 187G; te Hin- 
dilism/' one of the non-Christian 
religious systems, published by tlie 
Society for Promoting Christian 
Knowledge in 1877, which lias gone 
through several editions; s< Modern 
India and the Indians/' 1878, which 
has gone through three editions; 
and a series of articles on India in 
the Times , Nineteenth Century , Con- 
temporary Review, and other periodi¬ 
cals, which have since been re- 
printed. Jie has more recently pub¬ 
lish ed “ Religious Thought and Life 
in India/' part I., 1883; and is now 
engaged in the preparation of the 
second edition of his Sanscrit 
English Dictionary. In 1875 he 
made the first of liis three journeys 
to India for securing the co-opera¬ 
tion of the educated natives in the 
establishment of an Indian Insti¬ 
tute, and a School of Indian Studios 
at Oxford, and for the prosecution 
of his researches into the present 
condition of the religious sects of 
India. During his absence the 
University of Oxford conferred on 
him an honorary degree of D.C.L., 
and he also received an honorary 
LL.D. degree from the University 
of Calcutta at the some time as the 
Prince of Wales. In 187G he 
visited India a second time, and 
returned in 1877, after having tra¬ 
versed the whole peninsula, and 
received cordial promises of support 
from all tho most influential mem¬ 
bers of tho Indian community. In 
1880 he was made a Companion of 
the Order of the Indian Empire, 
and in 1882 an honorary member 
of the American Oriental Society, 
He is also a mernbor of most of the 
Oriental Societies of Europe and of 
India. The Secretary of State for 
India appointed Professor Monier- 
Williams honorary delegate to re¬ 


present the Government of India 
at tho fifth International Congress 
of Orientalists held at Berlin in 
Sept. 1881. In 1883 lie visited 
India a third time, and was tho 
guest of Lord Ripon, theu Viceroy. 
He is an lion, member of the Asiatic 
Society of Bengal and of Bombay. 
Ho was knighted by tlie Queen on 
March 8th, 188G. 

MONK - BRETTON, Lord, The 
Eight Hon. John George Dodson, 
only son of the lato Right Hon. 
Sir John Dodson, by Frances Pris¬ 
cilla, daughter of George Pearson, 
Esq., M.D., was born in 1825. He 
was educated at Eton, where lie 
gained the Prince Consort's prizes 
for modern languages in 1811 
and 1812, and at Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he took a first-class 
in classics in IS 17. Ho was called 
to the bar at Lincoln's Inn in 1853. 
He unsuccessfully contested East 
Sussex iu the Liberal interest in 
July, 1852, and March, 1857; was 
first elected for East Sussex in 
April, 1857, and sat for that con¬ 
stituency till Feb. 187-L Ho 
sat for Chester from the lust dato 
till April, 1880, when lie was un¬ 
seated on petition. After the 
election, winch was declared void, 
he had been re-elected, on his 
acceptance of the post of President 
of the Local Government Board, 
and consequently ho remained a 
Member of Parliament, although 
he could neither sit nor vote. He 
sat for Scarborough from July, 
1880 until 18S5. Mr, Dodson wild 
Chairman of Committees of the 
whole House from Feb. 18G5, till 
April, 1872; Financial Secretary 
to the Treasury from Aug. 1873, to 
Feb. 1871; and President of the 
Local Government Board from 
April, 1880, till Dec. 1882, when he 
was appointed Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster. In 1885 ho 
was raised to tho peerage under 
tho title of Lord Monk-Brotton. 
He married, in 1856, Florence, 
second daughter of Mr. W. J. 
Campion, of Danny, Sussex. 
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MONTAGU, The Right. Hon. lord 
Robert, bocond son of the sixth 
duke of Manchester, horn Jan. 21, 
1825, and educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, -where he gra¬ 
duated M.A. in 1848, Avas returned, 
in April, 1S59, one of the members, 
in the Conservative interest, for 
limitingdoiiahire, w Inch county he 
represented till Fob. 1871, when he 
was returned fur the county of 
Westmeath, ns a "Conservative, 
but in favour of Home Rule/’ The 
Home Rule ho proft-sed was, how- 
evt v, essentially different from that 
ot the Iiish Party, He withdrew 
fiorn the Home Rule organisation 
in June, 1S77. He ceased io be a j 
member of Parliament in March, 
IV 0. lie wa^ appointed Vice- 
Pi* sident of the Committee of 
</oun<*il on Education, sworn a Privy 
Councillor and nominated First 
Charity Com mi. toiler in March, 
1867, and held these oifices till Dee. 
1MJS. lie joined the Roman Cath¬ 
olic (Jhuicli in 1S7<>, and renounced 
it on June 11, 1882.

MONTGOMERY, Sir Robert, 
ICC.B. G.C.S.I., LL.D., son of the 
late Rev. S. Montgomery, bom in 
London deny in 18u9, and educated 
at Foyle College, in that city, was 
appointed to the BongalFresidcncy, 
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and entered the service of the East 
India Company in 1828, Having 
served in various posts., in 1849 he 
was selected hy the late Lord Dal- 
housio as one of the commissioners 
for the newly-annexed province of 
the Funjaub, nnd on tho dissolution 
of the Board in 1853., was appointed 
Judicial Commissioner, Superin¬ 
tendent of Prisons, and Director- 
General of Police for the whole 
province. During tlio mutiny in 
May, 1857, he adopted measures for 
disarming the large native force 
stationed at Lahore, was appointed 
Chief Commissioner ofOude in 1858, 
and for his services in aiding the 
armies under Lord Clyde and restor¬ 
ing tranquillity to the province, 
received thethanks of both Houses 
of Parliament, and was created a 
Knight Commander of the Bath. 
In 1859 ho was appointed Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor of tho Punjaub, 
from which he retired in 18G5, after 
service in India of upwards of 
thirty-six years. He is LL.D. of 
Trinity College, Dublin, and re¬ 
ceived the Grand Cross of the Star 
of India, Feb, 20, 18GG. He was 
appointed a Member of tho Council 
of India in 1868, 
MONTPENSIER (Due de), 
Antoine - Marie - Philippe - Louis - 
d’Orleans,bom at Heuilly, July 31, 
1824, fifth son of the late King 
Louis-Philippe and Queen Marie 
Amolie, was educated at the Collie 
Henri IV., and after a special 
examination, was appointed Lieu¬ 
tenant of Artillery in 1S42. Ho 
was sent to Africa in 1814, where 
ho toolc part in the expedition 
against Biskara, and was wounded 
in the face during tho campaign of 
Ziban. His services were rewarded 
with the C i*os3 of the Legion of 
Honour and promotion to the rank 
of Major. Having accompanied his 
father on hia visit to the Queen of 
England in 1845, he rejoined the 
army in Africa, and distinguished 
himself against the Kabyles, after 
which ho made a tour in Egypt, 
♦Syria, Constantinople, and Greece. 


On his return he marriod, at 
Madrid, Oct. 10, 1816, the Infanta 
Marie Louise Ferdinands de Bour¬ 
bon, sister of Queen Isabella II. of 
Spain. This marriage was regarded 
as a master-stroke of policy by 
Louis-Philippe, and will long be 
remembered for the excitement and 
the irritation it caused/which nearly 
led to a rupture between France 
and England. After the revolution 
of Feb. 1818, the Due de Montpen- 
sier, with the rest of his family, 
took refuge in England, and having 
remained a short time in this coun¬ 
try, went to Holland, whore he 
embarked for Spain, and afterwards 
resided at Seville, occasionally 
making excursions abroad, or visit¬ 
ing liis relatives at Claremont. 
H.R.H. received the title of Infante 
of Spain, and was made Captain- 
General of the Spanish army, Oct. 
10, 1859. During the political 
events which preceded the flight of 
Queen Isabella, the Duke loft Spain 
at the request of the minister Gon¬ 
zales Bravo, and before doing so 
renounced his rank in the army, 
lxis title of Infante, and sent back 
to the Queen the decorations he 
had received from her. After the 
triumph of the revolution of Sept., 
he recognised the provisional Go¬ 
vernment, obtained permission to 
return to Seville, and became a 
candidate for the vacant throne. 
All chance, however, of his being 
elected King of Spain was destroyed 
by his fatal duel with his cousin, 
the Infante Don Enrique du Bour¬ 
bon. Tho ill-blood botwoon the 
combatants was of long-standing, 
and had been added to not a little 
by Don Enrique's letter to the 
Kegent, dated Jan. 11, soliciting 
restoration to his naval rank and 
pay, of which the Government of 
Kfarvaez had despoiled him years 
previously, for his avowal of liberal 
sentiments. In that letter he made 
some bitter allusions to Montpen- 
sier and his followers. The Duke 
de Montpcnsier, galled beyond 
measure, sent a challenge to his 
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cousin, and a hostile meeting took 
place on March 12, 1870, at the 
artillery ground near Carabanchel, 
about three miles from Madrid. 
The combatants stood at ten paces 
from each other. Enrique fired his 
first shot in the air • Montpensier 
imitated the example. Somewhat 
wildly Enrique fired his second 
shot, which went past Montpensier^ 
head by the right side, so close that 
he distinctly heard the whizz of 
the ball. Montpensier^ &ecancl shot 
struck the butt-end of Enrique’s 
pistol and split it in two, one por¬ 
tion striking the collar of Dun En¬ 
rique’s coat, and the other his left 
shoulder, but without piercing the 
cloth. Enrique fired a third time, 
but faded to strike his adversary, 
who, with deliberate coolness, took 
deadly aim at his cousin. The ball 
entered his head, and in three 
minutes Don Enrique expired. The 
Duke was greatly agitated, and, 
after being removed from the scene 
by his friends,was obliged instantly 
to take to his bed, where he re¬ 
mained for some days in a high 
state of fever from over-excitement. 
On the 12th of April he was tried 
by a court martial, which sentenced 
him to ono month’s banishment 
from the capital, and to pay 6,000 
dollars by way of indemnification 
to the family of the deceased. By 
his marriage with the Infanta Marie 
Louise Ferdinande de Bourbon, he 
has had threo sons and four daugh¬ 
ters. His eldest daughter was 
married to the Comte de Paris, 
May 80,1801 5 and his third daugh¬ 
ter, the Princess Maria de las 
Mercedes, was the first wife of the 
late King of Spain. 

MONTREAL, Bishop of. (Sec 
Bond, De.). 

MOODY, Dwight Lyman, bom at 
Northfield, Massachusetts, Feb. 5, 
1837, worked on a farm until 
the age of seventeen, when he 
became a clerk in a shoe-store in 
Boston. In 1856 he went to Chi¬ 
cago, and while engaged in active 
business there entered zealously j 


into missionary work among the 
poorer classes. During the Civil 
War he was in the service of the 
Christian Commission, and after¬ 
wards became a lay-missionary of 
the Young Men’s Christian Associ¬ 
ation of Chicago. In IS 78 , accom¬ 
panied by Mr, Sankey, an. effective 
singer, he went to England, anrl 
the two instituted a series of week¬ 
day religious services, which at¬ 
tracted large and enthusiastic audi¬ 
ences. They returned to America 
in 1875, where they organized simi¬ 
lar meetings all over the country. 
They again visited England in 
1883. In addition to the many 
printed accounts of hi* meetings 
and reports of his addresses, Mr. 
Moody ha3 published " Arrows and 
Anecdotes, 1S77 ; " Heaven,” 

18S0 j (f Secret Power,” 1881, and 
"Way to God and How to Find 
It” 1881. His home is still at 
Northfield, Mass. 

MOORE, The Rev. Daniel, H.A., 
a native of Coventry, was educated 
in the Grammar fcJchool of that 
city, and entered at St. Catherine’s 
College, Cambridge, in 1S37 (B.A. 
1810; M.A, 1S14). Ho gained the 
Norrisian Prize in 1837 and 1831 b 
and the HuLaean Prize in IS 10. 
He was perpetual curate of Camden 
Church, Camberwell, from 1814 to 
I860, when he was presented to tho 
vicarage of Holy Trinity, Pndding- 
ton. In several years ho has been 
a Select Preacher before the Uni¬ 
versity of Cambridge, and in IS04 
he filled the office of Hulsean 
Lecturer. H** was appointed Lec¬ 
turer at St. Margaret’s, Lothbury, 
in 1850; a chaplain in ordinary 
to the Queen m 1870; Preben¬ 
dary of Oxgate, in St. Paul ’3 
Cathedral, in 18SG, and Rural Dean 
of Paddington in 1885. Among his 
works we may mention e * JRomanibin 
as set forth in its own acknowledged 
Formularies; ” " Sermons preached 
before the University of Cam¬ 
bridge "Discourses on the Lord's 

Prayer;” "Thoughts on Frcaeh- 
jingi” "The Divine Authority of

the Gospel/* being the Hulsean 
lectures for 1SG1 j “Aids to Prayer ;** 
" Sermons on Special Occasions ;" 
" Sunday Meditations ; ** and

MOORE, Thomas, F .L. Sbotanist, 
and horticulturist, horn, at Stoke- 
next-Guildford, May 29, 1821, was 
appointed, in 1818, curator of the 
ancient Botanic Garden of the 
Society of Ajjotheearics at Chelsea, 
which office he still holds. Ho is a 
trustee of the Lindley Library, and 
also of the Voitch Memorial Prize 
Pund. He tv as Secretary to the 
Floral Committee of the Royal 
Hoitiuiltural Society from its 
establishment in 1859 till 1865, 
when he was named Floral Director 
of the same Society; was tho prin¬ 
cipal acting Secretary of tho Great 
International Horticultural Exhi¬ 
bition, London, 186(3; and is Hon. 
Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Grand National Dahlia Show, hold 
at tho Crystal Palace. He waa 
Examiner in Floriculture to the 
Society of Aits and tho Royal Horti¬ 
cultural Society, while those bodies 
continued to hold examinations. 
He is the author of“ Cultivation of 
the Cucumber and Melon/* pub¬ 
lished in 1841; "Handbook of 
British Perns/* in 1818 (3rd edit in 
1857) j “Ferns and AlliodPlants/* 
in 1851; “Ferns of Great Britain 
and Ireland — Natui-e-printed ** 
(folio), in 1856; Illustrations of 
Orchidaceous Plants/* and "Index 
Filieum/’in 1857; “Nature-printed 
Ferns/’ 2 vols., in 1859-60; the 
" Field Botanist’s Companion: 
British Isles/* in 1862 ; and ,c Ele¬ 
ments of Botany/* in 1865. He 
was, in 1850-52, joint editor of the 
Gardiner's Magazine of Botany, in 
1861 editor of the Floral Magazine , 
and in 18CC of the Treasuiy of 
Botany (new edition in 1874); 
contributed many of tho botanical 
and horticultural articles to tho 
new edition of Branded JHciiona^j 
of Science in 1866-66 ; was for many 
years editor of the Florist and , 


Pomologist ; and for nearly twenty 
years co-editor of tho Gardener’s 
Chronicle ; edited the now edition 
of Thompson's Gardener's Assistant, 
187/ j contributed to the now 
edition of the “ Encyclopaedia 
Britannica** the article “Horticul¬ 
ture/* which has been Teprinted 
with additions and illustrations, as 
an “ Epitome of Gardening/* 1881 j 
and is editor of The Orchid Album . 

MOORHOUSE, The Right Rev. 
James, D.D., Bishop of Manchester, 
son of Mr. James Moorhouse, a 
merchant of Sheffield, was bom in 
that town in 1826. He received 
his education at St. John*s College, 
Cambridge (B.A., 1853; M.A., 
18G0; D.D., jure dignitatis, 1876), 
lie became Vicar of St. John*s, 
Fitzroy Square, in 1862 j Hulsean 
Lecturer at Cambridge in 1865; 
Vicar of Paddington and rural 
dean in 1868; Chaplain in Ordi¬ 
nary to the Queen in 1874 *, Pre¬ 
bendary of St. Paul*s and War- 
bur tonian Lecturer in 1875. In 
May, 1876 , he was appointed Bishop 
of Melbourne, in succession to Dr, 
Perry, resigned. On the death of 
Dr. Fraser*, in 1885, he was ap¬ 
pointed by Lord Salisbury to the 
Bishopric of Manchester. He is 
the author of “ Nature and Revela¬ 
tion/* four sermons preached before 
the University of Cambridge, 1861; 
" Our Lord Jesus Christ the Sub¬ 
ject of Growth in Wisdom/* being 
tho Hulsean Lectures for 1805 ; 
“ Jacob/* three sermons before the 
University of Cambridge; and 
various single sermons. 

MORAN. The Right Rev. Patrick 
Francis, D.D., Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Ossory, born at Leigh- 
linbridgGj co. Carlow, Ireland, 
Sept. 16, 1830, was educated at the 
Irish College of St. Agatha, Rome. 
He was appointed Vice-president 
of the College in 1856, and Profes¬ 
sor of Hebrew in the College of 
Propaganda, Rome. Returning to 
Ireland in 1866, ho was private 
secretary to his Eminence Cardinal 
Cullen, Archbishop of Dublin 5 was 
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consecrated Coadjutor Bishop of 
Oasory on March 5, 1872, and suc- 
cecled, a few months later, to tliat 
see. Dr. Moian has laboured a 
great deal to promote the study of 
Imh history and antiquities. 
Among other works he has pub¬ 
lished Memoir of the Most 
Dev. Oliver Plunkett,” 1SG1 ; u Es¬ 
says on the Origin, &c., of the 
ilaidy Irifch Church.” 1804 ; tr His¬

MOEGAN, The Eight Hon. George 
Ostome, is tlie eldest &on of the 
Irtto liVv. Morgan Morgan, near 
of Conway, Carnarvonshire, hy 
Fanny, eldest daughter of the late 
Mr. John Ncunai, of .Fumes Street, 
.Buckingham Cate. He was bora 
on the Sth May, 1820, and was 
educated at fclirow&hury School 
ancl afterward., at Balliol College, 
Oxford, where,in addition toother 
honours, lie obtained the Craven 
University Scholarship, whilo still 
at school, the Eldon Law Scholar¬ 
ship, tho Newdiguto and Chancel¬ 
lors prizes, the Stowcll Civil Law 
Fellowship, and a Erst class in 
Classics, He was called to the 
Bar in 1853, made ft Queen’s 
Counsel in 1HG9, and for many 
years enjoyed an extensive prac¬ 
tice at the Chancery Bar. Mr. 
Morgan represented the County of 
Denbigh from 1808 to 3883, when 
he was returned for East Denbigh¬ 
shire by a majority of 393 over 
Sir Watkin TVynii, whose family 
had represented the County unin¬ 
terruptedly for 177 years. He was 
appointed Judge Advocate General 
and Privy Councillor in 16S0, and 
Under Secretary of State for the 
Colonies in lbSG. Ho has canned 


through Parliament (amongst other 
measures) the Burials Act, lfe&O, 
the Married Woman's Property 
Act, lbS2, and the Act for abolish¬ 
ing corporal punishment in the 
army, ilo also acted as Chairman 
of the Sudect Committee of the 
House of Commons on Land Titles 
ancl Transfer in Ib77-B, and is tlio 
author of various political pamph¬ 
lets on "Land Deform in England,” 
tr Disestablishment in VTalOa,” Ac., 
us well as of a standard work on 
Chancery Practice which has 
passed through six editions. He is 
a magistrate for Denbighshire, a 
bencher of Lincoln’s Inn, and Vice- 
president of the Univer&ity College 
of North Wales. He married in 
1858, Emily, second daughter of 
the late Mr. Leopold Boies, of 
Broom House, Ecoles. 

MOBILE, Sir Bobext Burnett 
David, K.C.B.j was burn about 
1827, and graduated at Balliol Col¬ 
lege, Oxford, taking his Bachelor's 
degree us a second class in claries 
in 1819. He served in the Educa¬ 
tional Department of the Privy 
Council Oftice in 1S31-52, and was 
rifti n\ ards succe&bh edy unpaid At¬ 
tache at Vicuna, uud paid Attache 
at Berlin. In 1859 he accompanied 
Mr. (now Sir Henry) Elliot's 
special mission to Naples, and in 
3880 lie acted as assistant private 
secretary to Lord John (afterwards 
Earl) Bussell nt Coburg, when his 
Lordbhip was in attendance on Her 
Majesty. Mr. Morier was appointed 
a second secretary in the diplo¬ 
matic service in 1802. Hu w.is 
nominated British member of the 
Mixed Commission at Vienna to 
impure into the Austrian tariff in 
March, 1805, and was promt *ted to 
he Secretary of Legation atAtheUb 
in September of the same year. Hu 
was shortly after tran*ferred to 
Frankfort, where ho subsequently 
acted as Charge d r Affaires. In 
ISGG ho was appointed Secretory of 
Legation at Darmstadt; ho was 
nominated Charge d’AffairutC at 
Stuttgardt in 1871, and was trans- 
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ferred to Munich in 1872. lie wag 
promoted to he Envoy Extraordi¬ 
nary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
to the King of Portugal in 1S7G, 
to Madrid in 1831, and to St. 
Petersburg in 1881. 

MORISON, James Cotter, was born 
in London, April 20,1831, educated 
at Cholmondly Grammar School, 
Higligate, and at Lincoln College, 
Oxford, where ho proceeded to the 
dugreo of SI A. He is the author 
of" Life and Times of St. Bernard,” 
1S03, several tim^s reprinted; 
" Irish Grievances shortly stated/ 1 
IsiiSj " Gibbon ” (in " English 
Men of Letters ” series), 1878; 
" Macaulay,” in the same series, 

3 SS2 ; " Madame de Mnintenon, an 
Etude/' 1885, and several essays in 
the Forhiujlilly and other reviews. 

MORLEY, The Right Hon. Albert 
Edmund Parker, 3rd Earl of, only 
son of the 2nd Earl, was born at 
Kent House, Knightsbridge, June 
11,1813, and educated at Eton and 
at Balliol College, Oxford, where 
ho took a first class in Classics in 
1S65. He succeeded to the title in 
ISGJj, and was Lord-in-Wailing to 
the Quean from 1808 to 1871. He 
was Under Secretaiy of State for 
War in Mr. Gladstone’s govern¬ 
ment from 1880—1885, and on the 
formation of the n^w cabinet in 
Fob. 18bG, became First Commis¬ 
sioner of Works, but resigned in 
April through disagreement with 
Mr. Gladstone’s Home Rule Bill. 
In 1370 he married Margaret, 
daughter of Robert Staynor Hol- 
foi’d, E3rp, of Westonbirt, Glouces¬ 
tershire, and Dorchester House. 

MOBLEY, Arnold, M.P., fourth 
eon of the late Mr. Samuel Morley, 
was born in 1819, and educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge. He 
was called to the Bar at the Inner 
Temple in 1S73, and first entered 
Parliament in 1880, as member for 
Nottingham. Ho represented that 
borough until 1885, when he was 
returned for its Eastern Division. 
He is Yice-Prcsident of the 
"Eighty Club/ 9 and was one of 
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the party who accompanied Mr. 
Gladstone in the Sunbeam to Nor¬ 
way. He has several times repre¬ 
sented the Home Office at inquiries 
relating to accidents in mines. In 
Mr. Gladstone’s administration of 
1880 Mr. Arnold Morley was ap¬ 
pointed Political Secretary to the 
Treasury and First Whip of the 
Liberal Party. 

MORLEY, Henry, son of Henry 
Morley, Esq,, of Midhurst, Sussex, 
born in London in 1822, was edu¬ 
cated at the Moravian School, Neu- 
wied-on-the-Rhine, and at King’s 
College, London, of which college 
he has since been made ail honor¬ 
ary Fellow. He practised medicine 
at Madeley, Shropshire, from 1811 
till 18 IS j tried successfully, during 
two years, at Lis card, Liverpool, 
the method of school-keeping de¬ 
scribed by him in No. 200 of House¬ 
hold Words, and gave up the pro¬ 
ject somewhat unwillingly in 1851, 
offers having been made that led 
him to settle in London as a jour¬ 
nalist, in association with House¬ 
hold Words and the Examiner, of 
which paper he afterwards was 
editor. He has written " How to 
make Home Unhealthy,” published 
in 1850; "A Defence of Ignorance,” 
in 1851; "Life of PaXissy, the 
Potter,” in 1852; "Life of Jerome 
Cardan,” in 1851; "Lifo of Corne¬ 
lius Agrippa,” in 1850; "Life of 
Clement Marot,” in 1870; essays in 
Household Words , reprinted as 
"Gossip,” and "Memoirs of Bar¬ 
tholomew Pair,” in 1857; two vo¬ 
lumes of " Fairy Tales,” in 1859 and 
18G0; " English Writers before 
Chaucor,” vol. i. in 1861, vol, ii, 
part l,from Chaucer to Dunbar, in 
18G7j and "Journal of a London 
Tlaygoer, from 1857 to 1866,” in 
I860. He edited, with notes, Steele 
and Addison’s "Spectator” in 1868, 
and published " Tables of English 
Literature ” in 1870; " A First 
Sketch of English Literature,” in 
1873 (twelfth edition, 1886); "A 
Library of English Literature,” in 
l five volumes, 1874-80] and a sketch 
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.of " English Literature in the 
Reign of Victoria," being vol. 2,000 
of the Tauchnitz Collection, J881. 
He has edited in 1886, “Florio’s 
Montaigne,” and, in five volumes, 
“ Boswell’s Life of Johnson.” He 
has edited for Messrs. Routledge 
" Morley’s Universal Library ” 
since its foundation in 188 i, and 
edited also " Cassell’s National 
Library,” founded in 1886. He 
was English Lecturer at King’s 
College from 1837 till 1863, with 
duty confined to direction of the 
English department in the evening 
classes. Since 1863 he has boon 
Professor of the English Language 
and Literature at University Col¬ 
lege, London j he was Examiner in 
English Language, Literature, and 
History to the University of Lon¬ 
don, from 1870 to 1875, and during 
a second term of five years from 1878 
to 18S3, Since 1878 he has been 
also Professor of the English Lan¬ 
guage and Literature at Queen’s 
College, London. In 1870 the 
honorary degree of LL.D. was con¬ 
ferred upon him by the University 
of Edinburgh. In 1882 he became 
Principal of University Hall, 
London. 

MOBLEY, The Bight Hon. John, 
M.P., is the eldest son of the late 
Mr. Jonathan Morley, of Black¬ 
burn, Lancashire, where ho was 
bom in Dec., 1838 j -was educated 
at Cheltenham College and at Lin¬ 
coln College, Oxford, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1859, and M.A. 
in 1874. He was called to the bar 
at Lincoln’s Inn in 1850. He was 
for some years editor of the Literary 
Gazette, the title of which was sub¬ 
sequently altered to the Parthenon. 
Mi*. Morley was editor of the 
Fort nightly Review, from 1867 to Oct., 

1882. Ho was also editor of the Pall 
Mall Gazette from May, 1880 till Aug, 

1883, and of Macmillan’s Magazine 
from 1883 to 1885. Ho unsuccess¬ 
fully contested the borough of 
Blackburn in 18G0, in the Liberal 
interest, and the City of West¬ 
minster in 18S0; but in Feb., 18S3, 


at a by-elcction, he was rotumed 
as an advanced Liberal by the 
borough of Neweastle-upon-Tyne, 
defeating his Conservative oppo¬ 
nent, Mr. Gainsfovd Bruce, by ft 
majority of 2,256 (9,113 votes 
against 7,187). Mr. Morley pre¬ 
sided over the great Conference of 
Liberals held at Leeds in Oct,, 
1883. On the formation of Mr. 
Gladstone’s "Home Rule” Cabi¬ 
net, Peb., 188(5, Mr. Morley -was 
appointed Chief Secretary for 
Ireland; and throughout the de¬ 
bate on the Bill (for which he was 
in a great measure responsible), 
he was the Prime Minister’s right- 
hand man. As almost the only 
cabinet minister who had been a 
consistent Home Euler for many 
years, Mr. Morley was regarded 
with respect even by his most 
thorough-going opponents. He 
was returned at the head of tho 
poll for Newcastle, July, 1886. His 
works are—“ Edmund Burke, a 
Historical Study,” 1S67; ff Critical 
Miscellanies,” 1871, 2nd series, 
1877 j " Voltaire,” 1872; "OnCom¬ 
promise,” 1871; "Rousseau,” 1976;

Orpen, B.A., eldest son of the late 
Rear-Admiral Henry Gage Morris, 
of Beverley, Yorkshire, and grand¬ 
son of Lieutenant-Colonel Roger 
Morris, of York, was born March 
25, 1810, and educated at Broms- 
grove School and Worcester Col¬ 
lege, Oxford, where he graduated 
a second class in Classics in 1833. 
He holds the living of Nunbnm- 
holme, Yorkshire; was chaplain to 
the late Duke of Cleveland; and 
has written " A History of British 
Birds,” published in 1851-57; " A 
Bible Natural History,” " A Book 
of Natural History/’ 1832 ; " A 
Natural History of the Nests and

MORRIS, The Rev. John, was 
born in India, at Oolacamund, in 
the Madras Presidency, July 4, 
1820. 'While pursuing his studies 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, he 
became a Roman Catholic, and re¬ 
pairing to Rome entered the Eng¬ 
lish College. A f ter receiving orders 
he spent three years in the diocese 
of Northampton and -was made 
Canon. Ho then returned to 
Romo, and for threo years held the 
offico of Vice-Rector of the English 
College; at the expiration of this 
period he entered tho areh-diocose 
of Westminster, was made Canon 
Penitentiary of tho Metropolitan 
Chapter, and acted as Secretary to 
Cardinal Wiseman, and his succes¬ 
sor, Cardinal Manning. He loft 
the arch-diocese in 1SG7 to join tho 
Society of Jesus. He has spent a 
year in Malta as Rector of a College 
of the Society newly established 
there, he lias been for some years 
Professor of Canon Law and Church 
History at St. Bcuno's College, 
near St. Asaph; and, since 1879, he 
has been 3icolor and Master of 
Novices at Roehampion. Father 
Morris has published a “Life of St. 
Thomas of Canterbury;” f! Car¬ 


dinal Wiseman’s Last Hlness ; ” 
“ Condition of Catholics under 
James I.; ” " The Troubloa of our 
Catholic Forefathers,” threo scries; 
“The Letter-Books of Sir Amias 
Poulet, Keeper oi Mary Queen of 
Scots ;" and “ Tho Life of Father 
John Gerald.” 

MORRIS, Lewis, M.A., was born 
in Carina rtlion, being the eldest 
son of the hito L. E. Williams 
Morris, Esq., of Carmarthen, for¬ 
merly of Bhmnant, Breconshire, 
by Sophia, daughter of the late 
John Hughes. Ho was educated at 
Cowbridgo and Sherborne Schools 
and Jesus College, Oxford, where 
he graduated in 1855 as first-class 
in Classics and Chancellor’s Prize¬ 
man j M.A., 1858; was called to 
the bar at Lincoln’s Inn in Nov., 
18G1, when ho obtained a Certifi¬ 
cate of Honour of the First Class ; 
practised chiefly as a conveyancing 
counsel until 1880 ; was elected an 
Honorary Fellow of Jesus Collego 
in 1877. In 1S79 ho was appointed 
a Knight of the Order of tho 
Saviour (of Greece). In the same 
year he accepted the office of 
Honorary Secretary of tho Univer¬ 
sity College _ of Wales. In 1880, 
ho was appointed on the Depart¬ 
mental Committee, charged by 
the Government to inquire into 
Intermediate and Higher Educa¬ 
tion in Wales, and, in the same 
year, a Jtistice of tho Peace for 
Carmarthenshire, in whioh county, 
at Penbryn House, he resides. He 
was appointed Vice-Chairman of 
the Political Committee of the Re¬ 
form Club, in the place of tho late 
Mr. W. P. Adam, M.P. j and was 
a candidate, in December 1881, for 
tho Carmarthen burghs, but re¬ 
tired; in 1880, was Gladstonian 
candidate for Pembroke and 
Haverfordwest, but was defeated. 
Mr. Morris is perhaps best known 
for his contributions to the poeti¬ 
cal literature of tho time. In 1871- 
1874-75, appeared the 3 vole, of 
ft Songs of Two Worlds,” now col¬ 
lected, and in an eleventh edition. 
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In 1870 appeared Book II., and in 
1877, Books I. and III., o£ « The 
Epic of nudes/' now in a twentieth 
edition. In December, 18/8, ap¬ 
peared Gwen, a Drama, in Mono¬ 
logue/' in March, 1880, * 4 The Ode 
of Life/' both of which are now in 
a sixth, and in Oot. 18S3, Songs 
Unsung,” now in a fifth edition. 
The above works for many years 
appeared anonymously as the work 
of t( A New Writer/’ but are now 
collected and pulilishcd under the 
author's name. Mr. Morris is the 
great-grandson of the well-known 
Welsh antiquary and poet, Lewis 
Morris, of Penbryn, in Cardigan¬ 
shire. 

MOIUU9, The Bight Hon. Sir 
Michael, Bart., eldest son of Martin 
Morris, Esq., J. P„ of Spiddal, co. 
Galway, by Julia, daughter of 
Dr. Charles Blake, of Galway, was 
born at the latter place in 1827. 
He received his education at Eras¬ 
mus Smith's College, Galway, and 
at Trinity College, Dublin, where 
he graduated in 1817, First Senior 
Moderator and gold medallist. lie 
was called to the bar in Ireland in 
June, 1810, and made a Queen’s 
Counsel in Feb. 1803. Mr. Morris 
who was High Sheriff in 1819-50, 
held the office of Recorder of Gal¬ 
way from 1857 till 1805. The repre¬ 
sentative of one of the old families 
kuvwn ns the ff Tribes oS Galway,” 
lie was first elected as one of the 
members in Parliament of the 
borough of Galway, on Independent 
principles, in July, 1805, having 
polled 90 per cent, of the electors; 
was subsequently twice re-elected 
without opposition, on his appoint¬ 
ment ns bolieitor-General for Ire¬ 
land (July, 1800), and as Attorney- 
General (Nov., 1SG0), in Lord 
Derby’s Government j and retained 
the seat until he was raised to the 
bench, as one of the judges of the 
Common Pleas in Ireland, in 18G7, 
when he was succeeded in the re¬ 
presentation of Galway by his 
brother. Ho served as a member 
of the Royal Commission to inquire 


into Primary Education in Ireland 
in 18GS, 18G9, and lft 7u j and be¬ 
came a Commissioner of National 
Education in 1S08 j and a member 
of the senate of the Royil Univer¬ 
sity ; was appointed Lord Chief 
Justice of the Common Pleas in 
1S7G, and was created a bmonet 
in Aug. 18S5. Married in 1800, 
Anna daughter of the Hun. H. G. 
Hughes, Baron of the Court of 
Exchequer, 

MORRIS, Philip Biclicrd, A .12.A., 
was bom at Devonport, Doc, 4, 
1838. The eon of an engineer and 
ironfqunder, he pursued his early 
artistic studies in the hours won 
with some difficulty from the wox*k- 
ing day. He o wed his first regular 
training to Mr. Holman Hunt, and 
by the advice of that eminent 
artist, studied the Elgin Marbles 
at the British Museum. Ho next 
entered the schools of the Royal 
Academy, where his fhst success 
was made by gaining the silver 
medal for the best drawing from 
the life. In the following year he 
acliioved double honours by ob¬ 
taining the silver medal for the 
best painting from the undo figure, 
and a second similar prize for 
the best painting from the dressed 
figure. In 1858 he won tho gold 
medal for the beat historical pic¬ 
ture, the subject being " Tho Good 
Sainariian/hindsubsequently com¬ 
peted successively for the Travel¬ 
ling Studentship, "While he was 
yet a student in the schools of the 
Royal Academy hie first publicly 
exhibited picture appeared on its 
walls under tho title of Ir Peaceful 
Days,” since wlien Mr. Morris has 
constantly exhibited at tho Royal 
Academy, the Grosvenor Gallery, 
and elsewhere. Among his best 
known pictures are er The Shadow 
of the Cross/’ ^ Prison Fare/’ and 
the large picture of a ff Procession 
at Dieppe," exhibited in 1877.

MORRIS, The Bov. Richard, 
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M.A., LL.D., wais bom Sept. 8, 
1893, at Bermondsey, Southwark, 
and educated St. John's College, 
Battersea. He was appointed lec¬ 
turer on the English language and 
literature in King’s College School 
(Modern Department) in April, 
1800; ordained by the Bishop of 
"Winchester, and licensed as curate 
of Christ Church, Camberwell, ou 
Trinity Sunday, 1871. He was 
created Doctor of Laws in 1S70 by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
Dr. Morris is a Member of the 
Council of the Philological and 
Early English Text Societies. He 
was elected President of the Philo¬ 
logical Society in 1874, and in the 
same year received the honorary 
degree of M.A. from the University 
of Oxford. In July, 1876, he was 
elected head master of the Boyal 
Masonic Institution for Boys. His

MORRIS, William, was born near 
London in 1834. He is the eldest 
son of a merchant, who died in 
1844, leaving a large estate. Ho 
was educated at Forest School, 
Walthamstow, at Marlborough, and 
at Exeter College, Oxford. He 
studied painting, hut did not suc¬ 
ceed in that profession. In 1S5S he 
published a small volume entitled 
" The Defence of Guenevere,” and 
other Poems. In 1863, with several 
partners, he started in London an 
establishment for the artistic de¬ 
signing and manufacture of various 
articles, especially wall paper, 
stained glass, tiles, and household 
decorations. At this business Mr. 
Morris has ever since wrought as a 
designer, devoting his leisure to 
the composition of poetry. Ho 
published " The Life and Death of 
Jason,” a narrative poem, in 18G7, 
and "The Earthly Paradise” (4 
part3), 3 vols., 1868-70. The latter 
poem is made up of twenty-four 
legendary and romantic tales in 
verse, recited by a company of 
travellers who had sailed westward 
from Norway to find the earthly 
paradise. Ho also published a 
poem entitled " Love is Enough, or 
the Freeing of Pliaramond; a 
Morality,” 1873. His later publica¬ 
tions are, “ The iEneids of Virgil, 
done into English verse,” 187G, and 
" Tlio Story of Sigurd the Volsung, 
and the Fall of the Niblungs,” a 
poem, 1877. In collaboration with 
Mr. Eirikr Magnusson, ho has 
translated the following works 
from the Icelandic:— f * The Story 
of Grettir the Strong,” 1SG9; "Tho 
Story of the Yolsungs and the 
Niblungs,” 1870; and "Tlireo 
Northern Love Stories,” 1875. His 
"Hopes and Fears for Art: Five 
Lectures, delivered in Birmingham, 
London, and Nottingham, 1878-81,” 
appeared in 1882. Of late years 
Mr. Morris has declared himself a 
Socialist, and has written and 
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spoken much in support of socialist 
doctrines. 

MOSELEY, Henry Nottidge, M.A., 
LL.D., F.R.S., son of the late Rev, 
Henry Moseley, F.R.S., Canon of 
Bristol, was born at Wandsworth, 
Nov. 14», 181and educated at 
Harrow and Exeter College, Oxford. 
He subsequently studied medicine 
at University College, London, and 
in Vienna and Leipzig. In 1871, 
he served as a member of tko Eng¬ 
lish. Government Eclipse Expedi¬ 
tion to Ceylon and Southern India, 
and made successful observations 
near Trincomali. In the autumn 
of 1872, he was appointed one of 
the naturalists to tko Challenger 
Expedition, and served on board 
H.M.S. Challenger , during the en¬ 
tire voyage round the world till 
May, 187G. On his return he was 
elected Fellow of Exeter College, 
and resided tkero several years 
working out some of the scientific 
results of the expedition and pre¬ 
paring for the press his book en¬ 
titled "Notes by a Naturalist on 
the Challenger 1879, a large por¬ 
tion of which is re-printed in the 
" Narrative" volume of the official 
work on the scientific results of the 
Challenger Expedition, of which 
he is joint author with his col¬ 
leagues on the scientific staff. He 
acted two years as Assistant Regis¬ 
trar to the University of London, 
and vacated this position on his 
election in Nov. 1881, to the Lin- 
acre Professorship of Human and 
Comparative Anatomy in the Uni¬ 
versity of Oxford, which he now 
holds. He became a Fellow of the 
Royal Society in 1877, and has 
been for the last two years a 
member of the Council. In 1884 
he was President of the Section of 
Biology at the meeting of the 
Britifli Association at Montreal, 
when the McGill University con¬ 
ferred on him the degree of LL.D. 
During the Challenger Expedition 
he undertook the entire collection 
of plants at the various regions 
visited, Besides the " Notes hy a 


Naturalist on the Challenger ” he 
has published a Biuall work entitled 
"Oregon, its Climate, Resources, 
People, and Productions," 1878, 
and contributed to the Transac¬ 
tions of the Royal Society, and 
those of other learned bodies a 
large number of papers on various 
natural history subjects. His more 
important memoirs arc " On the 
Anatomy and Histology of the 
Land Planarians of Ceylon," 1874. 
"On the structure and develop¬ 
ment of Peripatue Capensis," 1S74. 
" On the structure and relations of 
the Alcyonarian Hcliopora Coeru- 
len," 1879. "On the inhabitants 
of the Admiralty Islands," 1877. 
"On the structure of the Stykis- 
teridse," the Crooniau Lecture, 
Royal Society, 1878. "Report on 
Hydroid Alcyonarian and Madre- 
porarian Corals procured during 
Voyage of H.M.8. Challenger” 
1881, "On the presence of Eyes 
in the shells of certain Chitonideo," 
1883, He married in 1881, Amabel, 
youngest daughter of the late Mr, 
J. Gwyn Jeffreys, F.R.S., the well- 
known conchologist. 

MOULTON, The Rev. William 
Piddian, SI. A. (Loud.), HD. 
(Edin.), bom at Lcck, Stafford¬ 
shire, March 14,1833, was educated 
at WoodhousG Grove School, and 
graduated at the London Univer¬ 
sity in 1836, and gained the Gold 
Modal in Mathematics. Ho was 
Prizeman in tho Scriptural Exam¬ 
inations, and Biblical Criticism, 
Mr. Moulton having entered the 
Wesleyan ministry, was appointed 
Classical Tutor in the Wesleyan 
Theological College, Richmond, in 
IS58. After having laboured there 
for sixteen years, he was designated 
Head Master of the Now Wesleyan 
School at Cambridge, in 1874. Pre¬ 
viously, in 1872, he had been elected 
a member of the Legal Hundred at 
the earliest election at which the 
laws of the Wesleyan connection 
admitted into that body. He re¬ 
ceived the honorary degree of D.D. 
from Edinburgh University in 
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1S71 ; andthehou. degree of M.A. 
from file University of Cambridge, 
April 10, 1R77.

MOUNT TEMPLE (Lord), The 
Bight Hon. ’William Eranois Cowper- 
Temple, is the second son of the 
fifth Earl Cowpe^by Emily Mary, 
eldest daughter of the 1st Viscount 
Melbourne. (Shemarried, secondly, 
the celebrated Viscount Palmer¬ 
ston.) He was born Doe. 13, 1611, 
and entering the army a? Cornet 
in the Horse Guards in Deo. 1657, 
he became Lieutenant in 1832, and 
Captain in 1835, when he retired 
upon half-pay. He was promoted 
to the rank of Brevet-Major in 
1832. After leaving the army ho 
was private Secretary to Lord Mel¬ 
bourne, 1835 j a Commissioner of 
Greenwich Hospital, 1830 j a Lord 
of the Treasury, 1811; a Lord of 
the Admiralty, July, 18HI—Mar. 
1852, and Dec. 1852—-Feb. 1835 ; 
Under-Secretary for the Home 
Department, Feb. to Aug. 1835; 
and President of the Board of 
Health from Aug. 1S55, when he 
was sworn a Privy Councillor, till 
Feb. 1837, when he was appointed j 
to the newly-created office of Vice- I 
President of the Committee of 
the Privy Council on Education. 
Whilst holding this post he pre¬ 
sided over the Board of Health 
until thoresignation of the Ministry 
in 1838. In Aug. 1839, he was ap¬ 
pointed Vice-President of the Board 
of Trade, and in Feb. 18G0, First 
Commissioner of Public Works, 
which office he resigned on the fall 
* of tho Russell administration in 
18GG, Mr. Cowper represented the 
borough of Hertford in tho Liberal 
interest from 1835 till 1808, when 
he was returned for South Hamp¬ 
shire, which constituency he con¬ 


tinued to represent in the House 
of Commons till 1880. Under 
his administration flowers and or¬ 
namental shrubs were first intro¬ 
duced into the parts. In Nov. 1871, 
he obtained Her Majesty’s licence 
j to use the surname of Temple in 
addition to and after that ol* Cuw- 
per, in compliance with a clause in 
the will of the lute Lord Palmer¬ 
ston.

MB ELLER (Baron) Sir Ferdi¬ 
nand von, K.C.M.G., M.D., Ph.D., 
F.R^S., son of the late Frederick 
Mueller, of Rostock, Gcrmnny, by 
Louisa,daugliter of George Mortens, 
of Ascliergleben, was born at Ros¬ 
tock, 1825, educated, after the early 
death of his, parents, in Schleswig, 
studied also in Kiel, and examined 
extensively the vegetation of Schles- 
wig and Holstein from 1810 to 1817, 
when, on account of hereditary in¬ 
clination to phthisis, lie emigrated 
to Australia.

ul-n the whole mountain vegetation 
of Australia, previously utterly un¬ 
known, ascended and named Mount 
Uothau, the Darkly Ranges, and 
xmuiy other mountains; joined, as 
Pliytogrnphic Naturalist, the expe¬ 
dition, sent out under Augustus 
Gregory, by the Duke of Newcastle, 
to explore the River Victoria, and 
other portions of the north parts of 
the Australian continent; was one 
of the four who reached Termina¬ 
tion Lake in 1850 : went through¬ 
out the whole other parts of the 
same expedition, conducted over¬ 
land hy Gregory to Moreton Bay j 
accepted the Directorship of the 


Botanical Garden of Melbourne in 
1857, which office be held till 1876, 
raising that institution to high 
fame, and establishing scientific 
relations with all parts of the globe, 
in order to introduce useful plants 
into the colony, and to make known 
Australian plants abroad. He was 
one of the Commissioners for the In¬ 
dustrial Exhibitions in Melbourne 
in 1854, 1862, and 18G7; has issued 
eight volumes of his fr Fragmcnta 
Phytographiuo Australia; j 1 ’ two vo¬ 
lumes, largely illustrated, on the 
“ Plants of Victoria/* irrespective 
of several other publications; con¬ 
tributed to the “ Flora Austmlien- 
sis/ J of which six volumes have ap¬ 
peared. He was elected a Fellow 
of the Royal Society of London in 
1861; was included in the first no¬ 
minations for the Order of SS. 
Michael and George ; nominated a 
Commander of the Order of St, 
Iago of Portugal, and of Isabella 
of Spain; and created a hereditary 
Baron by the King of Wurtemberg, 
in 1871. Many mountains, rivers, 
and lakes are named in Australia 
in honour of Baron von Mueller, 
also a glacier and river in New 
Zealand, and a mountain in Spits¬ 
bergen. The Baron still continues 
his researches in Melbourne. In 
1879 he was rewardod for his colo¬ 
nial services as a naturalist with 
the Knight Comnmndership of the 
Order of St. Michael and St. 
George. 

MUIR, Sir William, K.C.S.I., 
LL.D., eon of Mr. William Muir of 
Glasgow, was bom in 1819. He 
was educated at the Universities of 
Edinburgh and Glasgow; entered 
the Bengal Civil Service in 1837; 
has been secretary to the govern¬ 
ment of India in the foreign de¬ 
partment ; was appointed provi¬ 
sional member of the Governor- 
GeneraUs Council in India in Dec. 
18G7, and Lieutenant-Governor of 
the North-West Provinces in 1SG8; 
was invested with the Order of the 
Star of India in 1807 j appointed an 
ordinary member of the Council of 
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the Govemor-G eneral of India in 
1817; and retired in 1870; member 
of the Council of India, 1870 to 
1883; principal of the University 
of Edinburgh, 1885, in succession 
to the late Sir Alexander Grant. 
He was created an honorary D.C L. 
of the University of Oxford in 1882. 
His works are, “ The Life of Ma¬ 
homet and History of Islam, to the 
Era of the Hegira,” 4 vols., Lond., 
1858-01, new edit., abridged, 1 vol., 
1877 ; “ Annals of the Early Cali¬ 
phate/' 1S83; “The Conin, its Com¬ 
position and Teaching, and the 
Testimony it bears to the Holy 
Scriptures,” 1878 ; “Extracts from 
tho Conin, with English Render¬ 
ing/* 1880 ; and “ The Early Cali¬ 
phate and Rise of Islam,” being 
the Rede Lecture for 1881, de¬ 
livered before tbe University of 
Cambridge. 

MRKHTAR-PACHA,Crhazi Ahmed, 

springs direct from a family of 
silk merchants of Broussa, of Asia 
Minor. His father, Hadji Halil 
Agha, died young, and Ahmed 
Mukhtar, who was bom in 1837, 
was brought up by his grandfather, 
who sent him, in 1819, to the pre¬ 
paratory military school of his 
native city. Ho manifested a re¬ 
markable aptitude for military 
studies, and at the expiration of 
five years he passed from the school 
first of his class. Entering the 
Military Academy at Constanti¬ 
nople, he remained four years as 
pupil, when, in consequence of his 
progress, he was promoted, while 
still pursuing his studies, to the 
grade of lieutenant. When he 
left, as a further reward of merit, 
ho was made captain on the staff, 
and in that capacity he, in 18G0, 
joined the head-quarters of the 
8erdar Ekrem Omar Pacha, in 
Montenegro, where ho soon dis¬ 
tinguished himself. After a 
time Ahmed Mukhtar returned 
to the Military Academy, where 
he was appointed to the post of 
Professor of Astronomy, Military 
Architecture, and Fortification. In 


this somewhat mixed capacity he 
remained until 1803, when he was 
sent as binbashi or major and chief 
of the staff of the division of Isla- 
heye—a division of organisation— 
at Alexandrotta, under tho com¬ 
mand of Derviali Pacha, now 
Mushir at Batoum. At the end of 
18U1 the young soldier was ap¬ 
pointed eaimakam, or lieutenant- 
colonel, and tutor to Prince Yous- 
souf Issedin, the eldest son of Sul¬ 
tan Abdul Aziz. In this capacity 
he travelled over the greater part 
of Europe, and received the Legion 
of Honour, tho Red Eagle, and the 
Crown of Iron among other decora¬ 
tions, and in 1807 returned to Con¬ 
stantinople. At that time Prince 
Youssouf became colonel of the 
Imperial Guard, and Alimed Mukh¬ 
tar was appointed one of tho Com¬ 
missioners for regulating tho fron¬ 
tier of Montenegro, in which capa¬ 
city he served until I860, by lxis 
policy saving to Turkey the strate¬ 
gical point of Yeli Malou Bcrdu, 
between Spitz and Podgoritza, 
while as the ex-professor of forlifl.- 
eations he made tho tOtc da ponl of 
Vezir Keupri. For these services 
he was promoted to the Third Class 
of the Me dj idle, and returning to 
Stamboul was made a member of 
the Council of War. Thrco months 
later he was nominated general of 
brigade, under Redif Pacha, then 
commanding the Yemen expedition 
against the Arabs, Soon after 
Mukhtar's arrival Redif fell ill, 
and the command fell into the 
hands of tho young liwa, or major- 
general. He took the city of Yedy, 
and was promoted for that achieve¬ 
ment to the ^ grade of forth, or 
general of division, and chief of 
all the corps in Yemen, Redif be¬ 
coming Governor, until he was 
superseded,on the ground of illness, 
by Essnd Pacha. When AJi Pacha, 
the Minister of War, died, Essad 
Pacha became Seraskier, and Mukh¬ 
tar was promoted to Mushir (or 
full general) and tho Governorship 
of Yemen, in 1871, at the ago of 33.

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Ho also received the Osmaiiliof the 
First Class in brilliants. After the 
taking of Sana lie was further de¬ 
corated with tko First Class of the 
Mcdjidie. In 1873 he returned to 
Stamhoul, where he ivas appointed 
Minister of Public Works, but he 
did not take up the post, as a few 
days afterwards he was named Go¬ 
vernor of Crete. He was not des¬ 
tined, however, to occupy the post, 
for the command of the Shumla 
army corps fell vacant, and it was 
conferred on the young mushir. 
He remained at Shumla for I3J 
months, during which time he con¬ 
structed the existing fortifications. 
Next, appointed Governor and 
Military Commandant at IS rzeroum, 
ho served in the Armenian capital 
for another 13^ months, when, for 
et a third period of 13' months, 
e took the command of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina and Montenegro, 
where his friends claimed for him 
that ho gained twenty battles and 
lost only one. Now named Gover¬ 
nor of Candia, he was at the end 
of ten days about to leave Constan¬ 
tinople when the Government de¬ 
tained him to have his advice on 
the questions affecting Montenegro, 
giving him the nominal command 
of the 1th or Erzeroiun army corps. 
On the 25th March, 1877, wliilu in 
his bureau at Stamboul, he learnt 
that for the first time the prospects 
of peace were judged hopeless by 
Turkish statesmen, and making an 
immediate application for a ship 
he left in n man-of-war on the 2Gth 
for Trobizonde, where he arrived 
on the 30th, proceeding, after three 
days 1 hard work in the organisation 
of land transport, &c., to Erzeroum 
and Kars. He had only three weeks 
to provide for the defence of Ar¬ 
menia when the war broke out, and 
in less than a week from his arrival 
in Kara that fortress was invested, 
and Mukhtnr retired on the 
Soghanly Dagh. His gallant con¬ 
duct has become amatter of history. 
On the evening of the 1st of October, 
1877, he received the news that the 


Sultan had conferred on him the 
title of Ghazi, one of the greatest 
honours that can be given to an 
Ottoman. The word originally 
means fanatic, but in its modern 
acceptation it is both Defender of 
the Faith and Conqueror. Besides 
this title, the First Class of the 
Medjidie in diamonds, two fine 
Arab horses, and a sword in bril¬ 
liants, marked his Ottoman Ma¬ 
jesty's sense of Ahmed Mukhtar’s 
services. In April, 1878, he was 
appointedGraudMasterofAiiillcry, 
and in November the same year, 
Commandant of Janina. In Sept. 
1883, he was chosen to proceed to 
Berlin to attend the German 
autumn military manoeuvres. He 
also had several interviews with 
Prince Bismarck with reference 
to the entrance of Turkey into 
the Austro-Genuau alliance. His 
Excellency is the author of an 
astronomical work called "Fenui 
Bassite, on La Science du Quadrant 
Solftire pour le Temps Torque/ 9 
the hours in Turkey depending 
upon the moment of sunset, and 
consequently varying from day to 
day. 

MTTLHAIL, Miohael G„ born 
1836, is third son of the late 
Thomas Mulhall, lawyer, St. Ste¬ 
phen’s Green, Dublin. He was 
educated at the Irish College, 
Borne. He has published tho fol¬ 
lowing works : ,f Progress of the 
World," 1880; "Balance-Sheet of 
the World/’ 1881; “ Dictionary of 
Statistics," 18S4; "History of 
Prices,” 1885, besides numerous 
Essays in the Contemporary Review, 
and Papers read in Section F. of 
the British Association. As a 
member of the Committee of that 
Association, he attended the meet¬ 
ing at Montreal and the Scientific 
Congress at Philadelphia, in 1881. 
His wife, Mrs. Marion Mulhall, pub¬ 
lished, in 1883, a book of travels 
"Between the Amazon and the 
Andes," and received a compli¬ 
mentary diploma from the Boyal 
Italian Geographical Society* Mr* 
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Mulhall is a Fellow of several 
learned societies. 

MULLER, Baron Ferdinand von. 
(See Mueller.) 

MULLER, Eredoriok Max-. (See 
Max-MI’ller.) 

MULLER, George, founder of 
the Orphanage at Bristol, was, 
according to his own f ‘ Narrative M 
of the "Lord’s Dealings” with 
himself, bom at Kroppenstaedt, 
near Halberstadt, Prussia, Sept. 27, 
1805. In 1810, his parents removed 
to Ileimersleben, where his father 
was appointed collector in the Ex¬ 
cise. Between the ages of ten and 
eleven ho was sent to Halberstadt, 
to the Cathedral Classical School, 
there to be prepared for the univer¬ 
sity, his father’s desire being that 
he should become a clergyman, 
although he confesses to many 
youthful delinquencies indicative 
of unfitness at that time for a 
sacred calling. He became a mem¬ 
ber of the University of Halle, with 
honourable testimonials, and thus 
obtained permission to preach in 
the Lutheran establishment, He 
began preaching in August, 1 K 2 G, 
and lived for two months in free 
lodgings provided for poor students 
of divinity. In June, 1828, the 
London Socioty for Promoting 
Christianity among the Jews in¬ 
vited him to London on a six 
months’ probation ? but the Prus¬ 
sian law required from him three 
years* military service. He failed to 
obtain exemption? but an illness 
came on and left him in a condition 
unfit for military service; and in 
March, 1829, lie reached London. 
He studied Hebrew and Chaldee ? 
but he fell ill again, and by medical 
advice, went to Teignmouth, 
where he formed the acquaintance 
of his "beloved brother, friend, 
and fellow-labourer, Henry Craik,” 
He could not conform to the 
disciplinary conditions of the Jews' 
Society, and he ceased to be one 
of its missionary students in Jan. 
1830. Ultimately he consented 
to settle down at Teignmouth, 


as the minister at Ebenezer 
Chapel; he also laboured in Bristol. 
In 1830, he married Mary Groves j 
and the same year gave up pew 
routs and throw himself on volun¬ 
tary gifts, for which a box was set 
up in the chapel. In Dec. 1835, 
after a visit to fcho Continent, 
and after much consideration, he 
printed a proposal for the estab¬ 
lishment of an Orphan House for 
destitute children bereaved of both 
parents. By May, 1837, there were 
sixty-four children in two houses ; 
and at the end of that year Mr. 
MiiUer wrote and published the 
first part of his "Narrative.” lie 
continued it in 1811,1841, and 1850. 
At the end of 1838 there were 80 
orphans in three houses. At the 
end of 1850 the orphans numbered 
297 5 and Mi*. Muller wrote, “ With¬ 
out any one having been personally 
applied to for anything ny 1110 , the 
sum of i581,441 Os. lifts been 
given to me for llze oiphans, as the 
result of prayer to God.” Ex¬ 
pansion, the addition of house to 
house, increase in the number of 
orphans, have been the history of 
this undertaking, until, in 3875, 
2,000 children wore lodged, fed, 
and educated, without a shilling of 
endowment, without a committee, 
without organization, by funds 
drawn from all parts of the world, 
Bosidcs all this, through the agency 
of the Institution named, Mr. 
Muller supports numerous foreign 
and home missionaries and schools, 
and provides for the circulation of 
vast numbers of the Scriptures and 
religious tracts. Mr. Muller is at 
present (1886) in Queensland, whore 
he is engaged in preaching. 

MULLINGER, James Bass, was born 
at Bishops Stortford, Herts, in 1834, 
being the second son of John Morse 
Mu 1 linger (publisher of Chauncy’s 
" Hertfordshire" and numerous 
other classical works), and Mary, 
second daughter of the Rev. James 
Bass, of Halstead, Essex. He 
studied at University College, 
London, in the classes of the late 
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professors Do Morgan and Maiden. 
In 1802 he entered at St. John's 
College, Cambridge j graduated 
B.A. in 1800 in double honours, 
third - class in classics, and 
second-class in moral sciences; 
nnd vas Le Bas, Hulsean, and 
Kayo university prizeman, lie 
was, for two years lecturer on 
history «it Bedfi »rd College, London; 
and is at the piesent time lecturer 
on history and librarian to St. 
John's College, and lecturer on the 
History of Education to the 
University. Sir. Mullinger is the 
author of “Cambridge Character¬ 
istics iii the Seventeenth Century " 
(1807); “The Ancient African 
Church ” (lbOO) ; “ The New Ke¬ 
if irmatinu, a narrative of the Old 
Catholic iiiovenient.publishedunder 
ilie /tojH doplvnie of “ Tlieodorus *' 
(1873); “The University of Cam¬ 
bridge : from the Earliest Times to 
thf Acecffsion of Charles I.,” 2 ro2s. 
(1873-81) ; and joint author, with 
Professor S, E. Gardiner, of “An 
Introduction to English History” 
(18S1). Ho has also written various 
historical articles in the “Dictionary 
of Christian Antiquities,” and the 
“ Encyclopedia Britunnica ; " and 
has been a frequent contributor to 
the Academy , the Revue llhtorique , 
the Contemporary Review, and other 
critical journals. 

MULOCK, Hiss Dinah Maria (Mrs. 
Craik), born at Stoko-upon-Trent, 
Staffordshire, in 1820, published 
lier first noved, “ The Ogilvies/' in 
1810, which was followed by “ Olive,” 
a novel, which supported the pro- 
mi bo of its predecessor, in 1830; 
“ The Head of tlio Family/-’ 1831; 
“ Agatha’s Husband,” in 1852; 
“ John Halifax, Gentleman/' in 
1S57 : “A Life for a Life/’ 1839; 
“Mistress and Maid/' 1803; “ Chris¬ 
tiana Mistake/' 18U5; “ Two Mar¬ 
riages/' 1807; “My Mother and I/* 
1871; “The Laurel Bush” 1870; 
“Miss Tommy/' 1884; “King Ar¬ 
thur/’ 1880. She has also pub¬ 
lished collections of fugitive papers, 
entitled “Romantic Talcs/' “Do¬ 


mestic Talcs/' “Nothing New,” 
“ Studies from Life,” “A Woman's 
Thoughts about Women/’ and a 
volume of Poems; some miscel¬ 
laneous works, as “ Sermons out of 
Church,” 1873 ; “ A Legacy/' 1878; 
“ Plain Speaking/' 1882; “ An Un¬ 
sentimental Journey through Corn¬ 
wall/' 1884; and several stories 
for children. In 1801 she obtained 
a literary pension of J60O a year, 
and in 1803 was married to Mr. 
George Lillie Craik. 

HUNK, William, M.D., F.S.A., 
was educated at University College, 
London, and tbe University of 
Leyden, where he graduated Doctor 
of Medicine, June 23, 1837. He 
was admitted a member of the 
Royal College of PliysicianB in 
1841, and a Fellow in 1851; elected 
Harveian Librarian of the College 
in 1857; and was Senior Censor in 
1882. He was formerly connected 
with the Mediea2 School of St. 
Thomas's Hospital as demonstrator 
of morbid anatomy, and for many 
years was physician to the Royal 
Hospital for Asthma, Consumption, 
and Diseases of the Chest. He 
now holds the office of consulting 
physician to the Royal Hospital 
for Incurables. In addition to 
numerous contributions to the 
medical journals relating chiefly 
to diseases of the lungs and heart, 
he is the author of a “ Memoir of 
the Life and Writings of J. A. 
Paris, M.D.1837; and of a valu¬ 
able biographical work, entitled 
“ The Roll of the Royal College of 
Physicians of London, compiled 
from the Annals ami from other 
Authentic Sources " 2 voIr., 1861, 
the second edition of wliich ap¬ 
peared in 3 Volumes in 1S78. In 
1SS4 lie edited “The Gold- 
Headed Cane” Dr. Munk was 
elected a Fellow of the Society of 
Antiquaries in 1S03. 

MITRE, David, called hy courtesy 
Lord Mure, a Scotch Judge of Ses¬ 
sion, third son of thelate Col. Mure, 
of Caldwell, and brother of the emi¬ 
nent historian of Greece, born in 
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1810, wna educated at Westminster 
and tlie University of Edinburgh. 
Having been called to the Scotch 
bar in 1831, he -was appointed 
Solicitor-General for Scotland in 
1858, Lord Advocate in April, 1859, 
and was raised to the Scotch Bench 
in Jan. 1865, He represented 
Buteshire, in the Conservative in¬ 
terest, from April, 1859, till he was 
made a judge; is a Deputy-Licut. 
for Buteshire, and was Sheriff of 
Perthshire in 1853-8. 

MURRAY, Alexander S., Keeper 
of Greek and Roman Antiquities in 
the British Museum, was born in 

1811, and educated at the Royal 
High School, Edinburgh, the Uni¬ 
versity of Edinburgh, and the Uni¬ 
versity of Berlin. He was ap¬ 
pointed Assistant in the British 
Museum in 1867, and Keeper in 
1886, in succession to Mr. C. T. 
Newton, C.B., retired. He is best 
known by a learned and careful 
work on the History of Greek 
Sculpture (2 vols., 1880 and 1883), 
and he has also contributed nume¬ 
rous articles to the Nineteenth C f c«- 
htnj, Contemporary Review,Rsvve Ar- 
chr'ologique, and Journal of Hellenic 
studies, Ac. He is an activu and 
prominent member of the Hellenic 
Society. 

MURRAY, The Right Hon, Sir 
Charles Augustus, K.C.B., second 
son of the fifth earl of Dunmore, 
bom Nov. 22, 1800, was educated 
at Eton and Oriel College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1827, 
and was elected to a Fellowship at 
All Souls College. He was ap¬ 
pointed June 6,1838, Master of the 
Royal Household, and Dec. 31,1844, 
extra Groom in Waiting on the 
Queen. In 1841 he was appointed 
Secretary of Legation at Naples; 
in 184G British Agent and Consul- 
General in Egypt, where he re¬ 
mained some years; in 1853 British 
Minister in Switzerland j was sent 
in 1854 as Envoy to Teheran ; in 
1859 was appointed British Minister 
in Saxony; in 1866 was sent as 
Envoy to Denmark; and in 1867 to 



Portugal. Ho was in attendance 
upon the Viceroy of Egypt on his 
visit to England in June and July, 
1862; was made a C.B. April 27, 
1848, and a K.C. B. in June, 1866. 
Ho has written the popular Indian 
story, "The Prairie Bird / 1 pub¬ 
lished in 1811; te Travels in North 
America,” in 1854 j and " Hns&nn; 
or, The Child of the Pyramids,” in 
1857. He wub sworn of the Privy 
Council, May, 13, 18/5. 

MURRAY, David Christie, was 
born at West Bromwich, Stafford¬ 
shire, April 13, 1847, and educated 
at a private school there. Ho began 
press life as a reporter on the Bir¬ 
mingham Morning News, under the 
editorship of his friend Goorge 
Dawson 5 came to London in 1S73, 
served on the Daily News, and was 
on the staff of the World. Ho acted 
as special correspondent to the 
Scotsman and the Times in the 
Busso-Turkish War. On hia return 
he abandoned jom*nnli&ni for fiction. 
In 1879 he published his first long

—"A Life's Atonement"Joseph's

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NAPIER AND ETIRICK (lord). 
The Right Hon, Erancis Napier, 
K.T., eldest son of tlie 8th bnrou, 
bozn Sept. 15, 1819, succeeded hia 
father Oct. 11,1831. lie was made 
Attache to the Embassy at Vienna 
in 1810, and hold diplomatic posts 
at Teheran and Constantinople, 
to which place he returned as 
Secretary of Embassy in 185-1, after 
having been Secretary of Legation 
at Naples and St. Petersburg. In 
1857 he was appointed British 
Minister at Washington, whence 
he was removed, Dec. 13, 1858, to 
the Hague; going Dec. 11, 18G0, 
to St. Petersburg; and Sept. 15, 
1801, to Berlin. He was Governor 
of Madras from Jan. 31, 1800, till 
Jan., 1872, and was then acting 
Viceroy of India, pro tcmjpore , after 
the assassination of Lord Mayo. 
Having returned to England he 
acted as President of the Social 
Science Association at the meeting 
held at Plymouth in the autumn of 
1872. He alBo presided over the 
education section of the same 
Association at the meeting held at 
Glasgow in Oct., 1871 After his 
return to this country Lord Napier 
and Ettriek took an active part 
towards bringing about a reform 
in the municipal government of 
the metropolis, and ho became an 
energetic worker in the London 
School Board, of which he was a 
member. He was chairman of the 
Crofter Commission, and is believed 
to have written the celebrated 
Report, which caused so much 
indignation in the mind of the 
Duke of Argyll and other High¬ 
land landlords. 

NAPIER OFMAGDALA (Lord), 
The Right Hon. Sir Robert Cornelius 
Napier, G.U.B., G.C.S.I., son of 
Major C. J 1 . Napier, Royal Artillery, 
by Catherine, daughter of Cod- 
rington Carrington, Esq., of Black¬ 
mans, Barbados, was bom in 
Ceylon in 1810, He received his 


ediication at the Military College, 
Addiscombe, entered the corps of 
Bengal Engineers in 1828, and 
served with distinction in the 
Sutlej campaign, at the conclusion 
of which, having attained the rank 
of Major, he was selected by the 
late Sir Henry Lawrence for tlie 
responsible post ot Engineer to the 
Durbar of Lahore. He was by this 
position enabled to acquire that 
special knowledge of the Punjaub 
and its resources so essential to a 
judicious development of tlie latter, 
should the tide of events necessitate 
the undertaking of such a task by 
the Indian Government. He was 
constantly referred to when Mool- 
raj rebelled, on all questions con¬ 
nected with the reduction of Mool- 
iau, at the siege of which ho was 
present as senior Engineer; and at 
its fall accompanied Gen. Wish's 
force to the fords of the Chenaub, 
where, after the junction with the 
main army under Lord Gough, ho 
served as one of Sir John Cheape's 
fr right-hand men" at the battle of 
Goojerat. He was promoted to the 
rank of Colonel, nnd named Chief 
Engineer under the new Punjaub 
administration, when he was ena¬ 
bled to carry out his long-cherished 
plans for covering that almost 
trackless country with arteries of 
military and commercial highways, 
after constructing magnificent 
canals destined to fertilize the arid 
Dooah, and eventually to cause 
the construction of numerous 
public buildings, barracks, &c., 
requisite to the efficient adminis¬ 
tration of the province. He was 
engaged in the discharge of these 
onerous duties for some years, until 
summoned to Calcutta to assume 
the post of Chief Engineer of 
Bengal. During the mutiny of 
1857 he served in the capacity of 
Chief Engineer with the army of 
Sir Colin Campbell, and tlie part he 
played in the suppression of the 
rebellion greatly enhanced his pre¬ 
vious high reputation. It was ho 
who at the siege of Lucknow 
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planned that bridging of the 
Uoonitce rivet* which exercised so 
great an influence on the opera¬ 
tions for the overthrow of the 
enemy, and he was afterwards 
appointed to the command of the 
force employed to dostroy tlie re¬ 
bels reunited under Tuntia Topee: 
lmt on Sir Hugh Kose claiming the 
execution of this task, Col. Napier 
acted as his second in command. 
His services in China as second in 
command under Sir Hope Grant 
are well known, and he was re¬ 
warded by being made Major-Gen., 
a K.C.B., and successor to the late 
Hir J. Outram, as a Military Mem¬ 
ber of the Council of India, This 
post ha resigned in Jan., I 860 , 
when he was nominated to succeed 
>Sir TV. Mansfield as Commandcr- 
m-Oliief at Bombay, with the local 
rank of Lieut.-Gen.; and in 18G7 
he received the appointment to 
command the expedition intended 
to vescue the Abyssinian captives, 
and was made a* Knight Grand 
Commander of the Star of India, 
He achieved a brilliant success. 
King Theodore was thoroughly de¬ 
feated in an engagement on the 
heights of Islamgio, April 10,1808, 
and soon afterwards released Ins 
prisoners. The English commander 
follow ed up this victory by the 
storming of Magdala on the 13th, 
when Iheodoro, in despair, com¬ 
mitted buieido. On Sir -Robert 
Napier’s return to England in 
July, he received the thanks of 
Parliament; the sum of ,82,0(J() per 
annum was bottled on him and his 
next heir, in consideration of his 
services; ho was elevated to the 
peerage by the title of Buron Na¬ 
pier of Magdala (July 14); was 
presented with the freedom of the 
City of Loudon and a sword of the 
value of 20U guineas (July 21); 
and received other marks of 
honour. He was elected a Fellow 
of the Koyal Society, Dec. 10,1860. 
In Jan., 1870, he was appointed to 
succeed Sir Wm. Mansfield as 
Commander-in-chief of the forces 


in India, with the local rank of 
General; and in Hay following ho 
was nominated fifth ordinary mem¬ 
ber of the Council of the Governor- 
General of India. He was appointed 
Governor of Gibraltar in June, 
1870. In Feb., 1878, he was 
selected by the Government to bo 
the Comniander-in-Chief of the 
English expeditionary force in the 
event of this country declaring 
war against Kussia—a contingency 
which was averted by the Treaty 
of Berlin. In 1880 he was appoint¬ 
ed High Constable of the Tower. 

NAPOLEON, Prince Napoleon- 
Joseph - Charles - Paul - Bonaparte, 
cousin to the emperor Napoleon III., 
the second son of Jerome Bona¬ 
parte, by his second marriage with 
the Princess Frederika of Wurlciu- 
burg, was bom at Trieste, Sept. 9, 
1822, His youth was passed at 
Yienna and Trieste, Florence and 
Home, occasionally in Switzerland, 
England, Spain, and in 1845 he 
obtained permission to visit Paris 
under the name of the Comte de 
Montfort, but was hoou afterwards 
compelled to leave on account of 
his intrigues with the extreme 
democrats. After the revolution of 
Feb, 1818, Prince Napoleon re¬ 
turned, and the Corsicans elected 
him a member of the Constituent 
Assembly, in which ho became 
leader of the extreme republican 
party Icnown as tlie Mountain. 
His views, however, underwent a 
change, and in 1S49 he was ap¬ 
pointed Minister Plenipotentiary 
at Madrid, but was shortly recalled 
for having quitted his post without 
authority. He was made a French 
prince, with a seat in the Senate 
and Council of State, Dec. 23,1853, 
and at the same time received the 
Grand Cross of the Legion of 
Honour and the rank of General of 
Division. In 1854 he was ap¬ 
pointed to a command in the ex¬ 
pedition to the Crimea, and com¬ 
manded an infantry division of 
reserve at the battles of Alma and 
Inkemuinn. On account of his 
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eiidden retirement from this post, 
ill-health being the excuse, the so¬ 
briquet of Plnn-plon was given him 
by his countrymen. Prince Napo¬ 
leon is said to have furnished in¬ 
formation for a pamphlet reflecting 
on the conduct of the war, and com¬ 
menting somewhat too freely on 
the deliberations of the council of 
war which decided upon the Cri¬ 
mean expedition. Though it was 
immediately suppressed by order 
of the French Government, it was 
published at Brussels, and was 
forthwith translated into English. 
In 1855 he was named President of 
the Imperial Commission of the 
Universal Exhibition, and proved 
himself a zealous and efficient 
member. In June, 1858, he was 
placed at the head of the new 
ministry for Algiers and the colo¬ 
nies, but speedily resigned his ap¬ 
pointment. He married the Prin¬ 
cess Clotilde, daughter of Victor 
Emmanuel, late king of Italy, Jan. 
110,1859, by whom lie has two sons, 
Napoleon Victor Jerome Frederick, 
born July 18, 18G2, and Napoleon 
Louis Joseph Jerome, born July 10, 
1801, and one daughter, Marie 
Lrtitia Eugenie Catherine Adelaide, 
born Dec. 20, I860, In the Italian 
campaign of 1859 he commanded 
the French army of reserve in the 
north of Italy, but was not engaged 
in any of the great battles. In the 
Senate in 1861 he made an attack 
upon the Orleans family, which 
was answered with spirit by the 
Due d\Aumale. Prince Napoleon, 
to the disgust of a great portion of 
the French army, declined to accept 
the challenge sent him by the duke 
on that occasion. Ho was president 
of the French Commission to repre¬ 
sent France in the Great Exhibi¬ 
tion at Kensington in 18G2, In 
1805 Pxdnee Napoleon was appointed 
President of the Commissioners for 
the Universal Exhibition at Paris 
in 18G7, but resigned the post in 
consequence of a reprimand which 
he received from the emperor for a 
speech delivered in Corsica at the 
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inauguration of a statue of the 
omporor Napoleon I., May 27,18G5. 
At the same time lie gave up liis 
appointments as member and vice- 
president of the Privy Council. 
This disgrace, however, was only of 
temporary duration, the prince 
being soon admitted again into 
the councils of the emperor, and 
intrusted with important and deli¬ 
cate missions. It is well known 
that the prince urged the emperor 
to inaugurate a liberal policy, and 
it is understood that, after the 
message of 1SC9, announcing the 
Senatus-Consultum which revived 
ministerial responsibility and the 
system of parliamentary govern¬ 
ment, he recommended that the 
members of the cabinet should be 
replaced by now men, who would 
thoroughly carry out the new policy. 
Prince Napoleon has travelled 
much, and made many voyages in 
his steam yacht the Jerome Napoleon 
to distant parts of the world, He 
has often visited England, Corsica, 
Algeria, and Italy j and in 1801 he 
wont to America while the civil 
war was raging, and formed the 
acquaintance of President Lincoln, 
of Mr. Seward, and of several of 
the Federal and Confederate gene¬ 
rals. In 1868 he visited, it is 
believed with a political object. 
Southern Germany, Austria, Hun¬ 
gary, Bohemia, the Dauubian Prin¬ 
cipalities, and Turkey in Europe. 
On war being declared with Prussia, 
in July, 1870, Prince Napoleon im¬ 
plored his cousin to appoint him to 
a military command. The emperor, 
however, declined to do so, on the 
plea that he might render more 
efficient service to France by ac¬ 
cepting a confidential mission to 
Italy, where he could bring his 
personal influence to bear on his 
father-in-law, King Victor Em¬ 
manuel. Accordingly he proceeded 
to Florence, but failed to obtain 
the co-operation of Italy. These 
latter facts are stated on the autho¬ 
rity of a justificatory pamphlet 
published by Prince Napoleon in 
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18V1,under the title of “LaVcrite.” 
After the fall of the empire he 
spent some months in Brussels and 
in other continental cities, but ul¬ 
timately he fixed his residence in 
England. After Hay 24, 18/3, he 
obtained permission to return to 
France, After the death of the 
emperor, Prince Napoleon claimed 
to be the chief representative of his 
family, and endeavoured, though 
without success, to organize a party 
of his own in opposition to the 
adherents of the Empress Eugenie 
and the Prince Imperial. At the 
general election of Feb. 20, 1876, 
Prince Napoleon came forward as 
a candidate in the arrondissement 
of Ajaccio, against M. Rouher, with 
a profession of his political faith, 
in which he said :—** The form of 
government is not in question : it 
exists ; I accept it frankly,” and 
which concluded thus :—“ Choose 
between the son of Jerome, nephew 
of Napoleon I., and a stranger to 
your island.” He was earnestly 
opposed by the leaders of the 
Bonapartist party and hy the Prince 
Imperial, who addressed to M. 
FranceFchini Pietro a letter in 
which he exhorted his friends to 
support M. Eouher. Prince Na¬ 
poleon was defeated on the second 
ballot, hut the Chamber invalidated 
tlie election of his adversary, and 
on May 14 the Prince was elected. 
He took his seat on the benches of 
the Left, though he did not identify 
himself with any particular group. 
On Dec. 2J, 1870, he delivered a 
speech in which he made a violent 
attack on the clerical party. He 
was listened to in silence hy the 
Left, while he was violently inter¬ 
rupted by the Bonapailists. After 
the act of May 1(3,1877, ho was one 
of the HG3 deputies of the reunited 
sections of the Left who refused a 
vote of confidence to the De Broglie 
Cabinet. At the election of Oct, 14, 
he was defeated in the arrondisse- 
nient of Ajaccio hy Baron Hauss- 
nmnn. From this period lie held 
ale of from party politics until the 


unexpected death of the Prince 
Imperial again brought him mto 
prominence. He was recognised as 
head of' the family of Bonaparte 
and of the Imperialist party by the 
majority of the adherents of the 
party of the ** Appeal to the People,” 
though not without the opposition 
of M. Amigues and M. Paul Granior 
de Cabsagnac, who, alter having in 
his journal denounced him as a 
“Communard” (Mny 24, 1876), 
proposed as the head of the party, 
his son Victor, a “ young man with 
an ardent heart,” who, in point of 
fact, had been designated by the 
Prince Imperial, in his last will 
and testament, as his successor. 
Prince Napoleon was present at the 
funeral of his cousin atChislohurBt, 
but he returned to Paris imme¬ 
diately afterwards without having 
liad an interview with the Em¬ 
press. Thenceforward he main¬ 
tained an attitude of absolute re¬ 
serve until shortly after the pro¬ 
mulgation of the decrees of Mnrcli 
29, 1880, respecting the religious 
congregations. In a letter pub¬ 
lished by the Onfrv and the Esfa- 
fette, he applauded that measure, 
as being a “renewal of the pie- 
seriptions, too long neglected, of 
the Concordat,” and he treated as a 
,f fiction ” the Conservative union, 
and declared that he and his 
friends could not be supporteis 
“ of a retrograde policy, hostile to 
civilization, to science, and to true 
liberty ” (April 5, 1880). On Jan. 
10, 1883, a manifesto by the Prince 
appeared in the Figaro, and was 
extensively placarded on the walls 
of Paris. In this document, which 
was an indictment against the Re¬ 
public, he posed as champion of 
the Church, and advised the nation 
to have recourse to a ]jIi biscite. A 
meeting of the Cabinet was imme¬ 
diately convened, and the Prince 
was arrested and imprisoned. The

NASMYTH, lames, engineer, horn 
at Edinburgh, Aug. 19, 1808, son 
of Alexander Nasmyth, a well- 
known landscape painter. He was 
the youngest of a family of eleven, 
the eldest being Patrick, also a 


1 well-known artist. James gave 
| very early evidence of a decided 
taste for mechanical pursuits. His 
education was stimulated by the 
advantage of listening to the con¬ 
versation of many of the most 
intelligent men of science and 
artists who, in his early days, wore 
constant visitors at his father’s 
house. From his earliest years his 
love of mechanism led to his acquir¬ 
ing the art of handling tools and 
performing all tho processes in 
practical mechanics with such ef¬ 
fectiveness as to enable him to pay 
the fees for his attendance at the 
chemistry, mathematical, and na¬ 
tural philosophy classes at the 
Edinburgh University, from the 
proceeds of the sale of steam-engine 
and other models, which he con 
strncted in a small workroom in 
his father’s house. In 1829 he 
came to London to offer his services 
to Henry Maudslay, the founder of 
the celebrated engineer firm in 
London. The evidences of his effi¬ 
ciency as a workman were so satis¬ 
factory to Mr. Maudslay that lie 
appointed him his assistant in his 
beautiful private workshop. Here 
he remained till Mr. Maudslay*s 
death in 1831, after which he re¬ 
turned to Edinburgh for the pur¬ 
pose of constructing a set of 
engineering tools, wherewith he 
started business in Manchester 
in 1831. The extent of work that 
came to him soon outgrew thp ca¬ 
pacity of the premises. He then 
removed to n twelve-acre plot of 
land which he secured at Patricroft, 
four miles west of Manchester. 
This site was soon covered by on 
extensive series of workshops, and 
the establishment was named the 
Bridgewater Foundry, from the 
circumstance that the land in ques¬ 
tion was bounded by the Bridge- 
water Canal. Here many me¬ 
chanical tools were invented and 
manufactured which are now doing 
good service in the workshops of 
the world. Conspicuous among 
them is the Steam Hammer, which.

since its invention in 1839, lias had 
no small influence in advancing the 
progress of the mechanical arts. 
The application of his steam ham¬ 
mer as a means of driving piles for 
the foundation of bridges and great 
dock works was one of his most suc¬ 
cessful inventions, and was hailed 
as a most valuable agent in carry¬ 
ing* out such great works as the 
High Level Bridge at Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne., the Borders Bridge at 
Berwick-upon-Tweed, the Great 
Coffer Dam required for tho con¬ 
struction of great Books at Key- 
ham, near Bevonport, and many 
other such works at home and 
abroad. Among other inventions 
of his which have been extensively 
adopted owing to their high prac¬ 
tical utility may be named his 
Safety Foundry Ladle, by which 
the most ponderous castings can be 
poured with perfect security to the

He retired in 
J 857 from the firm, which he had 
founded, of Nasmyth, Gaskell, and 
Co., and he has since resided at 
Penshurst in Kent. He is the 
author of ‘'Remarks on Tools and 
Machinery/’ in T. Baker’s "Ele¬ 
ments of Mechanism/’ 1858; and 
"The Moon considered as a Planet, 
a World, and a Satellite M (in con¬ 
junction with James Carpenter), a 
work that has secured for itself the 
highest approval of astronomers. 

NASR-ED-DEEN, Shah of Persia, 


son of the late Meliemet Shah, by 
Queen Velliat, of the Kadjar tribe, 
and grandson of Abbfue Mir/.a, 
born in 1829, was called to the 
throne in 1848. The Shah is well 
versed in Persian and Turkish, is 
acquainted with history, and has 
travelled in E urope. At the begin¬ 
ning of the war between Russia 
and Turkey in 1853, ho declared 
hie neutrality, but shortly before 
its close, entered into a treaty 
with Russia. In the following year, 
in. consequenco of the occupation 
of Herat by Persian troops, the 
Government of India declared war 
against him (Nov. 1, 1850). After 
a few months of hostilities, during 
which General Outrarn captured 
Kurrach, Bushina, and other places, 
a treaty of peace was signed at 
Paris by Lord Cowley and the 
Persian ambassador, in which 
ample satisfaction was given to 
England. Subsequently the Shah 
had wars with several neighbour¬ 
ing States, and was successful in 
an expedition against the Turco¬ 
mans. Of late years he has acted 
in the most friendly manner to¬ 
wards England, and in 1866 a treaty 
for establishing telegraphic com¬ 
munication between Europe and 
India through Persia %vas signed 
at Teheran. The Shah’s visit to 
Europe in 1878 is a strong argu¬ 
ment as to the moderation and 
popularity of his rule, for although 
he was absent from His kingdom 
from May 12 till Sept. G, not one 
breath of sedition disturbed the 
political calm that reigned there. 
In four months the Shah crossed 
the Caspian to Astrakhan, ascended 
the Volga, visited Moscow and St. 
Petersburg, crossed by rail to 
Berlin and Cologne, ascended by 
rail to Wiesbaden and Frankfort, 
Heidelberg, Carlsruhe, and Baden, 
turned northward to Biborieh, de¬ 
scended the Rhine to Bonn, took 
the rail to Spa, went on to Brussels, 
crossed from Ostend to Bover, 
visited London, Portsmouth, Liver¬ 
pool, Trentham, Manchester, Wind- 
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soi*. Woolwich, Ail cl -Richmond; 
crossed to Cherbourg, visited Paris, 
Geneva,, Turin, Milan, and Verona; 
crossed the Brenner to Salzburg 
and Vienna, returned to Italy, 
crossed from Brindisi to Constanti¬ 
nople, and from Constantinople to 
Poti, took rail to Teflis and carriage 
to Baku, and thence returned by 
steamer to Enzeli, the Persian port 
at -which His Majesty had first 
embarked in May. During this 
journey the Shah kept a diary, 
which, on his return,was published 
in the original Persian. A ver¬ 
batim English translation, by Mr, 
J. W. Kedhouse, Appeared in Lon¬ 
don in 1871. The Shah has since 
paid a visit to Russia, entering the 
capital of that country in state. 
May 23, 1878. The “ Diary kept 
by His Majesty the Shah of Persia 
during his Journey to Europe in 
1878, translated from the Persian 
by Albert Schindler and Baron 
Louis de Norman,” was published 
in London in 1870. 

NASSAU (Duke of) Adolph 
William Charles Augustus Frederick, 
born July 21, 1817, assumed the 
sovereignty Aug. 20, 1S39. The 
Duke married in 1811 the Princess 
Elizabeth, daughter of the Grand 
Duke Michael of Russia, who died 
Jan. 28, 1845; and took, as a second 
wife, April 23,1851, Adelaide Marie, 
daughter of Prince Frederick, of 
Anhalt-Dessnu, by whom he has 
two children. A constitutional 
government had existed for many 
years before his accession to the 
throne, the nation being repre¬ 
sented not in Chambers elected by 
popular suffrage, but by the States 
of the dukedom. In 1848, a new 
constitution, upon a more liberal 
basis, was proclaimed; the Duke 
declared his intention of govern¬ 
ing in a constitutional manner, 
and for a time the experiment 
promised to succeed. The Duke 
was one of the sovereigns who 
joined the union of German States 
under the presidency of the king 
of Prussia, formed after the failure 


of the Frankfort constitution. This 
union was soon dissolved, and the 
Duke joined the Austrian party in 
1850, and voted with it in the Diet. 
The constitution was annulled in 
Nov. 1851. This state was joined to 
Prussiaby decree, Sept,20,18GG, and 
the Prussians took possession Oct. 8. 

NAST, Thomas, was born ftt Lan¬ 
dau, in Bavaria, Sept. 27, IS 10. In 
18 iG hie parents emigrated to Ame¬ 
rica, and when very young he found 
employment in the office of Frank 
Leslie’s Illv s frated Ne impaper. With 
only six months* art-instruction 
under Theodor Kauf mann, he began 
to furnish acceptable sketches and 
drawings for the engravers. In 
18G0-G1 he was in Europe, employed 
as a travelling artist for British 
and American illustrated periodi¬ 
cals. Returning to America, he 
formed a connection with Harper*a 
Weekly, which has continued to the 
present time. During 1873 he 
lectured in a number of cities in 
the United States, illustrating his 
lecture^ by caricatures, drawn on 
the platform. In 1885 he again 
delivered some lectures, illustrat¬ 
ing them in oil on canvas in the 
presence of the audience. Ho has 
illustrated, among other books, 
Dickens’s *• Pickwick Papers,” and 
"Pictures from Italy,” Nasley’s 
" Swingin' Round the Cerkle,” &o. 
As a political caricaturist, or rather, 
satirist, he has few equals in Ame¬ 
rica, and his productions have been 
of groat service to the Republican 
party. He resides at Morristown, 
Now Jersey. 

NEMOURS, Louis Charles 
Philippe Raphael d’Orloans, Due de, 
one of the Orleans princes, is the 
second sou of King Louis Philippe, 
and was born at Paris, Oct. 25, 
1814. He received his education 
in the College Henri IV., and was 
still a child when Charles X., in 
accordance with ancient custom, 
appointed him colonel of the first 
regiment of Chasseurs de Cheval, 
at the head of which he made his 
entry into Paris, Aug. 3, 1830. In 
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Fub. 1831, he was elected King of 
the Belgians, but his royal father 
declined, on his behalf, this offer of 
the National Congress, as he did 
also at a later period a similar offer 
of the throne of Greece. Subse¬ 
quently the Due de Nemours served 
with distinction in the two Belgian 
campaigns, and in Algeria, being in 
1S37 promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant-General. The prema¬ 
ture decease of his elder brother, 
the Dire d'Orloans (July 13, 1842), 
placed the Due de Nemours in a 
position of great importance. Con¬ 
trary to the traditions of the old 
monarchy, which wore in favour of 
the mother of the heir presumptive 
being declarer! Kogent, a bill wag 
introduced, conferring the regency 
on the Due de Nemours, and car¬ 
ried in the Chamber of Deputies by 
a majority of 216 votes, and after¬ 
wards in the Peers by 103 to 14 
votes. Public opinion, however, 
did not appear to ratify this law, 
which the general apprehension of 
danger caused to be abandoned in 
IS 4S. Aftor the revolution of Feb. 
the Due de Nemours quitted France, 
and joined the other members of 
the exiled family at Claremont; 
and he did not return to his native 
country until after the downfall of 
the empire in 1870. He married 
April 27, IS40, Victoire-Auguste- 
Antoinette, Duchess of Snxo- 
Coburg-Gotha (born Feb. 14,1822; 
died Nov. 10, 1857), by whom he 
had issue two sons. Prince Louis 
Philippe Marie Ferdinand Gaston 
d'Orldans, comte d*Eu (g.v.) ; and 
Prince Ferdinand Philippe Marie 
tVOrleans, due d’Alem?on, born 
July 12,1844; and two daughters 
the eldest of whom, the Princess 
Marguerite Adelaide Marie d'Or- 
leans, born Feb. 1C, 1816, was mar¬ 
ried at Chantilly to Prince Ladislas 
Czartoryski, Jan. 15, 1872. 

NETTLESHIP, Henry, was bom 
at Kettering in Northamptonshire, 
May 5, 1339, and educated first at 
private schools, and afterwards at 
the Cathedral School, Durham, and 


at Charterhouse, lie gained a 
scholarship at Corpus Christi Col¬ 
lege, Oxford, in 1SDS, the Hertford 
University in 1859, and the Gnis- 
ford Prize for Greek Prose, 1861. 
In the same year he was elected 
Fellow of Lincoln, and in 1802 
gained the Chancellor’s Latin Es¬ 
say Prize. From 1BG3 to 1873 ho 
was assistant master at Harrow, 
and in 1870 married tlio eldest 
daughter of Kev. X. H. Steel, his 
colleague at Harrow. In 1S73 lie 
was nppoinl orl Fellow and Tutor 
of Corpus, and Classical Lecturer 
at Christ Church, Oxford, which 
appointments he resigned on boing 
made Corpus Professor of Latin 
Literature in tho University of 
Oxford, 1878. Professor Nettlo- 
sliip has published and edited a 
large number uf works on classical 
subjects, amongst which are a Com¬ 
mentary on Aeneid x, and xii. in 
Conington’s ‘‘Vergil,” a revised 
edition of Conington's "Vergil/* 
" Lectures and Essays on Subjects 
connected with Latin Literature 
and Scholarship/* 1885, and other 
pamphlets, essays, &c. 

NEVILLE, Henry, born at Man¬ 
chester, became an actor at an 
early age, and worked in the pro¬ 
vinces before coming to London, 
where he appeared as Percy Ardent 
in Boucieault’s M Irish Heiress “ at 
tho Lyceum Theatre in Oct. 18G0, 
and made a great success in H. 
Leslie’s r * Adrienne/* He played 
for a short season at tho Operetta 
House in Edinburgh beforo ap¬ 
pearing at the Olympic, where lie 
attracted attention by his imper¬ 
sonations of the hero in " Jack of 
oil Trades,” and " Camilla's Hus¬ 
band. ** He aohieved a still greater 
success as Brierly in “ Tho Ticket 
of Leave Kan/* which was pro¬ 
duced in May, 1303, and played 
for over 409 nights without inter¬ 
mission. After his engagement at 
the 01ympic,Mr.Neville went to the 
Adelphi, where he once more made 
a decided hit in Watts Phillips* 
"Lost in London/’ Mr. Charles 
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Kendo’s " Dow/' and “ Put your- , 
self in his place." He also ap¬ 
peared with Mr. Fechter in the 
memorable production of " No 
Thoroughfare. " Subsequently he | 
■went bade to the Olympic Theatre, t 
not alono as actor, but also as 
leasee and manager. During his 
management were produced " Clan- 
carty,""Two Orphans," "Gascon," 

" Scuttled Ship,” 'Wilkie Collins 1 
"Moonstone/ 1 W. S Gilbert’s 
" Gretcheu," and many extrava- I 
Rauzas and comedies of more or 
less repute. At an early age he 
used to write pieces for his father’s 
theatres, but his only dramas pro¬ 
duced in London were “ The Yellow 
Passport" " The Violin Maker of 
Cremona," and the "Luke’s De¬ 
vice." Mr. Neville has also pub¬ 
lished a work entitled u Tho Stage, 
its past and present, in relation to 
Fine Art," and conti ibuted several 
stones to Loudon serials. 

NEWCOMB, Simon, LL.D., was ! 
bom at WallaeCjNova Scotia, March 
12, 1833. While a youth ho went to 
the United States, and was for 
several years engaged as a teacher. 
In 1857 he was employed on the 
computations for the ,# National 
Almanac." In 1858 he began his 
original investigations in astro¬ 
nomy, and in lb61 was appointed 
Professor of Mathematics in the 
U. S. Navy, and was stationed at 
the Naval Observatory, He nego¬ 
tiated tho contract for the great 
telescope ordered by Congress, and 
sujH-'rvised itj construction. He 
was made Secretary of the Cmmnie- 
siou created by Congress in 1871, 
to observe the transit of Venus 
(Dec, 9, 1874). In 1872 he was 
elected an associate of the Eoyal 
Astronomical Society, and in 1S74 
received its gold medal for liis tables 
of Neptune and Uranus. In the 
same year he was chosen a corre¬ 
sponding member of the Institute 
of France j and in 1875 he received 
the honorary dogree of Doctor of 
Mathematics and Physics from the 
University of Leyden, In 1878 1 


the Haarlem Society of Heiencos 
awarded its biennial medal to Pro¬ 
fessor Newcomb. Ho is now super¬ 
intendent of the tf Nautical Al¬ 
manac," and he went to the Capo 
of Good Hope to observe the transit 
of Venus on Dec.0,1882. He has pub¬

NEWMAN. Francis William, son 
of John Newman, n member of the 
banking firm of Hamsbottom, New¬ 
man & Co., and younger brother 
of Cardinal Newman, born in Lon¬ 
don in 1805, was educated at a 
private school at Ealing, and at 
Worcester College, Oxford, where 
he obtained a double first-class in 
classics and mathematics in 182G. 
In the same year he was elected 
Fellow of Balliol. He gave up the 
idea of faking orders and resigned 
his fellowship in 1830 from con¬ 
scientious scruples on the subject 
of Infant Baptism. He then went 
to Bagdad with the object of assist¬ 
ing the late Mr. Antony Norris 
Greves in a Christian mission, but 
his further studies convinced him 
that he could not conscientiously 
undertake the work, and in 1833 
he returned to England and be¬ 
came classical tutor in Bristol 
College, where he occupied some 
of his time in compiling a grammar 
of the Zouave language. In 1810 
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he accepted the post of Classical 
Professor at Manchester, and in 
1810 became Latin Professor at 
University College, London, which 
post ho resigned in 1803. Ho has 
published a number of worlcs on 
religious subjects, of which the 
best known are “ Tko Soul; its 
Sorrows and Aspirations/' 1819; 
" Phases of Faith; Passages from 
my own Creed/' 1850; "Theism, 
Doctrinal and Practical," 1858. 
Professor Newman has long since 
ceased to call himself a Christian, 
but defines liis own aim as "that 
of saving all that is spiritual, pure 
and merciful in Christianity amid 
the wreck which Erudition has 
made of its Mythology." Professor 
Newman has also published works 
on political economy and history, 
mathematics, classics,and Oriental 
languages. He has always taken a 
keen interest in politics, but adhereB 
to no party. Ho is an ardent advo¬ 
cate of vegetarianism. 

NEWMAN, His Eminence John 
Henry, Cardinal Deacon of the 
Holy Homan Church, elder brother 
of Francis William Newman, was 
born in London in 1801, and edu¬ 
cated at Ealing School, whence lie 
proceeded to Trinity College, Ox¬ 
ford, where lie graduated B.A. in 
1820, taking classical honours, and 
was elected Fellow of Oriel College. 
In 1825 he became Vice-Principal 
of St. Alban's Hall, then under the 
late Dr, (afterwards Archbishop) 
Whately, and in 1820 Tutor of his 
College, which post he held until 
about 1831. In 1828 he accepted the 
incumbency of St. Mary’s, Oxford, 
with the outlying chaplaincy of 
Littlemore; and in 1812 he quitted 
Oxford, and established at Little- 
more an ascetic community on a 
mediaeval model, over which he 
presided for three years. He held 
St. Mary’s from 1828 till 1843, 
where, by his preaching, he gained 
such influence over the younger 
members of the university, that ho 
became, in conjunction with Dr. 
Pusey, the recognised leader of the 


High Church Party. Ho took a 
leading part in the publication of 
the "Tracts for the Times," to 
which he contributed the final tract. 
No. 90, which was severely censured 
by the university authorities ns 
prncticallyannulling the broad lines 
of demarcation L etween the E ng lish 
and Roman Catholic Churches, In 
Oct. 1845, ho seceded from the 
Established Church, was received 
into the Roman communion, and, 
after being ordained priest, became 
founder of the English Oratory and 
head of its Birmingham House. 
In 1854 he was appointed Rector of 
the newly-founded Catholic Uni ver¬ 
sify in Dublin, but resigned that 
post in 1858, and established a 
school for the sons of Roman Ca¬ 
tholic gentry at Edgbaston, near 
Birmingham. Dr. Newman was 
elected an honorary Fellow of 
Trinity College, Oxford, Dec. 28, 
1877. It has been frequently as¬ 
serted that Dr. Newman did not 
believe in the doctrine of the Infal¬ 
libility of the Roman Pontiff when 
speaking ex caiJiedrfi to the Univer¬ 
sal Church on questions of faith or 
morals. In reply to a criticism to 
this effect made by a Mr. Capes, 
Dr. Newman wrote as follows (Sept. 
13,1872) : "He assumes that I did 
not hold or profess the doctrine of 
the Pope's Infallibility till the time 
of the Vatican Council, whereas T 
have committed ruyself to it in 
print again and again from 1843 to 
1867. And on the other hand, as it 
bo happens—though I held it, as I 
ever have done—I have had no 
occasion to profess it, whether in 
print or otherwise, since that date. 
Any one who knows my writings 
will recollect that in so saying I 
state a simple fact." Dr. Nowman 
was created and proclaimed a Car¬ 
dinal Deacon by Pope Leo XIII. in 
1879. Hia Eminence has written

NEWTON, Alfred, M.A., F.R.S., 
born at Geneva in 1829, is the fifth 
son of William Newton of Elveden 
(formerly M.P. for Ipswich, and 
Lieut-Colouel of West Suffolk 
Militia), by Eli/a, daughter of 
Richard Slater Milnca of Frys ton 
(formerly M.P. lor York). Ho en¬ 
tered Magdalene College, Cam¬ 
bridge, and graduated B. A. in 1852, 
being ail erwards chosen Travelling 
Fellow of that College, in which 
capacity he visited Lapland, Ice¬ 
land, the West Indies, North Ame¬ 
rica, and other countries. In 1861 
he accompanied Sir Edward Birk- 
beck to Spitsbergen, and was 
elected by the University of Cam¬ 
bridge to the Professorship of 
Zoology and Comparative Anatomy 
on its establishment in I860. In 


1877 ho was re-elected Fellow of 
Magdalene College, Prof. Newton 
has published “The Zoology of 
Ancient Europe"" (J SC2); “ Ootheca 
Wollsyana"" (1801); aud edited 
the “ Ibis/" second series ; “ Zoo¬ 
logical Record"" (1871-72) ; and the 
1 thed. of “YarrclTsBritish Birds,"" 
He is the author of “Zoology,*" pub¬ 
lished by the S.P.C.K., of numerous 
papers iu publications of the Zoo¬ 
logical, Linnean, Royal, and other 
learned societies, as also of many 
contributions to scientific journals, 
and to the “ Encyclopaedia Bri- 
tannica"’ (9th edition). He has 
been several times Vice-President 
of Section D. of the British Asso¬ 
ciation, and Vice-President of the 
Zoological Society, and is Honorary 
and Corresponding Member of 
various foreign aud colonial socie¬ 
ties. 

NEWTON, Charles Thomas, C.B., 
D.C.L., son of the Rev. N. I). H. 
Newton, Vicar of Bredwardine, 
Herefordshire, born in 1816, was 
educated at Shrewsbury School and 
Christ Church, Oxford, of which he 
was a faculty student, and where 
he graduated B.A. in 1837, taking 
second-claBS honours, and M.A., in 
1810. In May, 1840, he was ap- 
ointed one of the assistants in the 
epartment of Antiquities at the 
British Museum, which post he held 
until lb52, when, being anxious to 
rescue from oblivion some of the 
ancient sculptures on the coasts of 
Asia Minor and in the islands of 
the iEgean, he obtained the ap¬ 
pointment of Vice-Consul at Mity- 
leno. After having spent several 
years in exploring the Archipelago, 
he discovered at Budrum the (an¬ 
cient Halicarnassus) the site of the 
Mausoleum erected by Artemisia, 
and carried on extensive excava¬ 
tions at Cnidus and at Branchidm, 
between Oct. 1856, and April, 1859. 
The results of his discoveries con¬ 
sist of a fine collection of sculptures 
from the Mausoleum and other 
places, deposited in the British 
Museum, which is indebted to Mr.

NICHOLAS (Grand Duke) Nieo- 
laievitoh, third son of the Czar 
Nicholas I,, and brother of the 
Czar Alexander IT., was born July 
27 (Aug. S), 1881. Being destined 
for a military career he received a 
suitable education, and entered into 
active service at the age of sixteen. 
The Grand Duke spent a few days 
in Sebastopol, when that fortress 
was besieged in 1855; he was at¬ 
tached for a period of two years to 
the general staff of the army of iho 
Caucasus, and in that capacity he 
was present at several skirmishes 
with the Tcherkesses. Nominated 
a General and Inspector-General of 
Engineers, ho commanded-in-chief 
all the army, having General Tod- 
leben as hia assistant. He waR also 
appointed Commander of the Royal 


Body Guard, and President of the 
chief commission for the organisa¬ 
tion and instruction of the troops. 
In the war against Turkey he 
received the command-in-chief of 
the army of tho Danube, which, 
after a council of war held Borne 
days previously at Jfichenelf, in¬ 
vaded Roumania April 21, 1877. 
The Grand Duke himself arrived at 
Bucharest on the 25th of May, and 
was received at the railway station, 
with great ceremony, by the reign¬ 
ing Prince Charles I., and the 
Metropolitan. In April, IS78, ho 
resigned the commund-in-chicf of 
the Russian Army before Constan¬ 
tinople, and was succeeded by 
General Todleben. He married, 
Peb. G,lb5G, the Princess Alexandra, 
daughter of Prince Peter of Olden¬ 
burg (she was bom June 2, 1838), 
and lia* two sons. 

NICHOLLS, Henry Alfred Alford, 
M.D., P.L.S., bom in London on 
tlie 27th of Sept. 1851, began to 
study for the medical profession at 
St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, where 
he gained great distinction. After 
tlnee years he proceeded to tlie 
University of Aberdeen, and gra¬ 
duated with honours as Master in 
Surgery, and Bachelor of Medicine 
in 1873. In the same year Dr. 
Nidi oils gained the Membership 
of the Royal College of Surgeons 
of Engdnnd, since which time lie 
has resided in Dominica, Vi. I., ns 
Government Medical Officer. Here 
Dr. Nicholls has for a number of 
years carried on important inves¬ 
tigations into tho nature of the 
disease known us Taws. His 
m-ticles on this malady in tho 
Medical Times and Gotcttc, and his 
Official Itejjods as the Medical 
Supeiintcndenl of the Dominica 
Taws Hospital, have attracted 
considerable attention among 
medical men j and Dr. Nicholls 
is now regarded as tho chief 
authority on the subject. He 
has established a reputation as a 
naturalist, and has published some 
treatises on tropical agriculture. 
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Ho is a Fellow of the Humean 
Society, a Corresponding Member 
of the New York Academy of 
Sciences,, and of tlio Chamber of 
Agriculture of the French Colony 
of Guadeloupe. 

NICHOLSON, Sir Charles, Bart, 
D.C.L., LL.D., born 1808, was edu¬ 
cated at Edinburgh, whore he 
graduated as M.D. in 1833. He 
became a resident in New South 
Wales in 1831, and was ono of 
the original representative mem¬ 
bers for Fort Phillip (now the 
Colony of Victoria) in the first 
Legislative Council established in 
New South Wales in 1843, of which 
body ho became Chairman of Com¬ 
mittees, and subsequently Speaker 
from 1818 to 1850. He filled the 
post of Vice-Provost, and subse¬ 
quently that of Chancellor of the 
University of Sydney, and received 
the honour of Knighthood in 1852, 
and that of Baronet in 1859. He 
received also the honorary degree 
of D. C. L. from the University of 
Oxford, and that of LL.D. from 
the University of Cambridge. He 
is the author of various official 
papers and reports connected with 
Colonial, Economic, and Educa¬ 
tional affairs, and has also written 
articles in the ‘'Transactions of 
the Royal Society of Literature,” 
containing an nccount of explora¬ 
tion in Upper Egypt, and at Mem¬ 
phis, with descriptions of remains 
of “ Bisk Worshippers,” now depo¬ 
sited in the Museum of the Univer¬ 
sity of Sydney. 

NICHOLSON, Henry Alleyne, 
M.D., F.G.S., was bom at Penrith, 
Cumberland, Sept, 11, IS 11-, and 
e lucated at the Universities of 
Gottingen and E dinburgh. He was 
Baxter Scholar in Natural Science 
(I860), Ettles Scholar in Medicine, 
and Gold Medallist of the Univer¬ 
sity of Edinburgh (1807) . Hu was 
appointed Lecturer on Natural His¬ 
tory in the Medical School of Edin¬ 
burgh in I860; Professor of Natural 
History and Botany in the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto in 1871; Pi’ofcssor 


of Biology and Physiology in the 
University of Durham (College of 
Physical Science, Newcastle) in 
187*1*; Professor of Natural History 
in the University of St. Andrews 
in 1875 ; and Swiney Lecturer on 
Geology to the British Museum in 
1877. In 1882 he was appointed 
Regius Professor of Natural His¬ 
tory in the University of Aberdeen, 
which appointment he now holds. 
He is the author of original scien¬ 
tific works, principally geological 
and paleontological, comprising 
ec Essay on the Geology of Cumber¬ 
land and Westmoreland,” 18GG;

NICOL, Erakine, A.R.A. (retired), 
was bom at Leith, Scotland, in 1825, 
and received his art-education in 
tboTruBtees* Academy, Edinburgh, 
under Sir William Allan and Mr. 
Thomas Duncan, In 1810 he went 
to reside in Ireland, where he re¬ 
mained throe or four years. It was 
this residence in the sister isle 
which decided tho painter's choice 
of his peculiar field of representa¬ 
tion, for most of his subsequent 
pictures have beeu Irish in subject. 
From Ireland he returned to Edin¬ 
burgh, and after exhibiting for 
some time, he was ultimately elected 
a member of the Royal Scottish 
Academy.

NIGHTINOAIE, Florence, a lady 
whose name has been rendered 
illustrious by her philanthropic 
efforts to a lit vi ate tlie bufferings of 
our womided soldiers in the Cri¬ 
mean War, is younger daughter of 
Mr. William E. Nightingale, of 
Emblcy Park, Hampshire, and Lea 
Hurst, Derbyshire, and was born 
at Florence in May, 1820, She 
enjoyed all the advantages which 
fall to the lot of the ohildi’en of 
the affluent and refined; and her 
command of different languages 
and other branches of a truly 
"liberal education” stood her in 
good stead in her after career. It 
was net long before her philan¬ 


thropic instincts, exercised among 
the poorer neighbours of her Eng¬ 
lish home, led her to the systematic 
study of the ameliorative treat¬ 
ment of physical and moral dis¬ 
tress. Not satisfied with studying 
the working of English schools, 
hospitals, and reformatory institu¬ 
tions, slio examined similar in¬ 
stitutions abroad in the same 
spirit, and in 1S31 spent some 
months in an inbtitution of Pro¬ 
testant Sisters of Mercy at Kaisors- 
werth, on the Rhine. Before long 
an opportunity presented itself for 
applying the practical lessons she 
there learned, for having heard 
that the Governesses’ Sanitorium, 
in Harley Street, languished for the 
want ot supervision and support, 
she generously devoted both her 
pei sonal energies and private means 
to its rudoration and thorough 
organization. This work had 
scarcely been accomplished, when, 
before Miss Nightingnlo had time 
t«i recover her over-taxed strength, 
new demands -were made upon her 
spirit of self-sacrifice. The in¬ 
efficiency and mismanagement of 
onr military hoapitnla in the Crimea 
led to an outburst of public feeling. 
Various plans of help were sug¬ 
gested, the most popular of which 
was the sending forth a select band 
of ladies. At the request of the 
late Lord Herbert, then Secrotary- 
of-War (whoso letter crossed one 
from Mi&s Nightingale, offering to 
go), she undertook the organization 
and conduct of this body. No eulogy 
can do justice to the talent, energy, 
and devotion she constantly dis¬ 
played in her self-impoBod task. 
By instituting order where con¬ 
fusion had before reigned, and by 
affording care and consolation, she 
alleviated the sufferings of all, 
saved the lives of many, and earned 
the blessings of the sick and 
wounded, as well as the gratitude 
of her country. A testimonial 
fund amounting to fifty thousand 
pounds, subscribed by the public 
in recognition of her nohlc services. 
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was at her special request devoted 
to the formation of an institution 
for the training of nurses, now 
carried out at St. Thomas's Hos¬ 
pital, in the Nightingale Home/ 5 
Her -writings are intended to dis¬ 
seminate practical knowledge on 
the subject in which she is so well 
versed. u Notes on Hospitals/ 5 a 
valuable work which had a very 
large circulation, appeared in 1850 j 
'* Notes on Nursing/ 5 of which 
nearly a hundred thousand copies 
have been sold, in lSGUj and 
* Observations on the Sanitary 
State of the Army in India/ 5 in 
1S03. It is understood that, at 
the request of the War Office, she 
drew up a very voluminous con¬ 
fidential report on the working of 
the army medical department in 
the Crimea, and she has a further 
claim on the gratitude of her coun¬ 
trymen for the active interest she 
has displayed in the Volunteer 
movement. Although confined to 
her house by constant ill health, 
i>he has been ceaselessly at work for 
the welfare of our fellow-subjects 
in India in ail matters affecting 
the improvement of their health, 
education, and social benefit. The 
regulations of hospitals and supply 
of nurses in different parts of the 
world, sanitary measures, and nurs¬ 
ing arrangements for the aimy 
at home and abroad, occupy her 
thoughts and time. During the 
civil war in America, she was fre¬ 
quently consulted on questions 
affecting the health of tho army, 
and assistance for the wounded 
in the field. Her name is as 
well known in America as in Eng¬ 
land. During the Franco-German 
war she was similarly appealed to 
by the German authorities. 

TJI&RA (Count) Constantino, an 
Italian diplomatist, born at Cas- 
tellenionte June 12, 1827, studied 
law at the university of Turin, and 
took part, as a volunteer, in the 
war against Austria in 1848, Being 
severely wounded at the battle of 
Uivoli, ho abandoned tho military 


career, entered the diplomatic ser¬ 
vice, and acted as secretary to Conn! 
Cavour at the Congress of Paris in 
| 185G. He took part in the negotia- 
; tions between riedmont and Franco 
which preceded the war of 1859, at 
which lie was present with the ge¬ 
neral staff of Napoleon III. Ho was 
secretary to tho Italian plenipoten¬ 
tiaries at the Zurich Congress, after 
which he was nominated, on (Ja- 
vour's recommendation. Minister 
Plenipotentiary, first of Sardinia, 
find afterwards of the kingdom of 
Italy, at Paris. On the war of 
1870 breaking out, he was among 
those who made real efforts to pre¬ 
vent it, and then showed himself 
to the end, at least personally, 
devoted to tho Emperor and Em¬ 
press. He was one of tho few 
persons who, on Sept. 4, wore by 
the side of the menaced and fugi¬ 
tive sovereigns.

Count Nigra has published several 
works on the dialects and popular 
poetry of Italy. In J885 ho resigned 
the embassy in London, and was 
succeeded by Count Corti. 

NILSSON, Christina, daughter of 
a labouring man, bora at Weders- 
lr>f, near Wexib, in Sweden, Aug, 

; 3, 18-13, at an early ago evinced 
great taste for music. She became 
quite proficient on the violin, 
learned the flute, and attended 
fairs and othor places of public 
resort, at which she sang, accom¬ 
panying herself on the violin. 
While performing in this manner 
at a fpir at Ljungby, in June, 1857, 
her extraordinary powers attracted 
the attention of Mr. F, G. Tor- 
nerhjtdm, n gentleman of influence. 
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who rescued her from her vagrant 
life* and placed her at school first 
at llalmstad, and afterwards at 
Stockholm, wliero she was in¬ 
structed by M. Franz Berwald. 
She made her first appearance at 
Stockholm in 1800, went to Paris, 
continued her musical education 
under Masset and Wurtel, and 
c imo ont at the Tlio itre Lyrique, 
Oct. 27, as Violetta in the '* Tra- 
vinta,” with such success that she 
was engaged for three years. She 
made her first appearance in Lon¬ 
don at Her Majesty's Theatre in 
1807, proved the great operatic at¬ 
traction at that establishment 
during the season, and has since 
performed here with constantly in¬ 
creasing success. More recently 
fell*' paid a visit to the United 
States (1870), where, within less 
than a year, she is said to have 
cleared <£30,000. Aftor a Trans¬ 
atlantic trip of two years sho re¬ 
appeared at Drury Lane Theatre, 
May 28, 1872, in "La Traviata.”

NISARD, Jean Marie Napoleon 
Desire, journalist, born at Clultillon- 
sur-Seine, March 20,1S0G, was edu¬ 
cated at Sainto Barbn, joined the 
staff of the Journal des Dtbats in 
182G, and afterwards became con¬ 
nected with the National. He was 
appointed to a post in the fieolo 
Normalc, which ho filled till 1814, 
and held other important posts, 
succeeded M. Villemain in the 
chair of French eloquence, and was 
made director of the Kcole Normalo 
Superieure in 1837. This latter 
position ho retained till 1807, when 
he was raised to the dignity of a 


Senator. He has written, amongst 
other works, fk Les Poctes Latins 
de la Decadence,” published in 
1831 i *' Histoire et Description de 
la Title do Nimcs,” in 1835; “ Me¬

NOIRE, Ludwig, German philo¬ 
sophical writer, was horn at Alzey, 
in Hesse, March 2G, 1829. He 
studied from 1846-48 at Giessen, 
and then became a schoolmaster at 
Mainz, where he has since re¬ 
mained. The study of the works 
of Spinoza, Schopenhauer, and 
Lazarus Geiger, led him to devote 
himself to philosophy; in 1871 he 
published “ Die Welt als Entwickel- 
ung des Geistes;” f ‘ Der Mouis- 
tische Gedanke,” 1875 j "Die Dop- 
pelnatur der Kausalitiit,” 1375;

N0RDENSKI0LD (Baron), Adolf 
Erik, a Swedish naturalist and ex¬ 
plorer, was born at Helsingfors, the 
capital of Finland, Nov. 18, 1332. 
Descended from a Swedish family 
long eminent in scientific pursuits, 
he had his inherent tastes deve¬ 
loped alike by his surroundings at 
his home at Frugiird, which con¬ 
tains a magnificent mineral and 
natural history collection, and by 
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liis journeys witli his fathor, Nils 
Gustaf, who was chief of the Fin¬ 
land Mining Department. Thus 
the lad cared more for practical 
than for theoretical learning when 
he first went to the Gymnasium at 
Borgo, and on entering the Univer¬ 
sity of Helsingfors in 18-19 devoted 
himself almost entirely to scientific 
studies* spending his vacations in 
excursions to the rich mineral loca¬ 
lities of Finland. He soon became 
eminent in this particular branch 
of science, and was nominated to 
several appointments, but he un¬ 
luckily incurred the suspicion of 
the Bussian authorities by partici¬ 
pation in various students’ meet¬ 
ings, and time after time lost his 
appointments, and was obliged to 
leave the country. Indeed, at last, 
for some years he was unable to 
obtain a passport to return to Fin¬ 
land. He therefore settled in 
Sweden, and in 1831 first entered 
on his Arctic travels by accom¬ 
panying Torell to Spitzbergen. On 
his return to Stockholm, Norden- 
skiold was nominated Director of 
the Kiks Museum, but in 18C51 he 
went again to Spitzborgen with 
Torell, to obtain the measurement 
of an arc of the meridian. The 
work was not then finished, and 
accordingly, three years inter, 
Nordenskibld headed an expedition 
which successfully completed the 
measurement* and mapped the 
southern part of Spitzbergen. The 
explorers, however, met with some 
shipwrecked walrus hunters, and 
were obliged to return, tlicir provi¬ 
sions being inadequate to maintain 
bo large an addition to the party. 
Thus disappointed, Nordenskibld 
now endeavoured to organise a 
fresh expedition, and he eventually 
started in 1808 in the Government 
steamer Sofia, which managed to 
attain the high latitude of 81 s 42'— 
a latitude only exceeded by Hall’s 
American and Narea’s British Arc- ! 
tic Expeditions. This success con- 
vinced Nordenskibld that he could 
reach a much higher latitude by 


wintering in Spitzbergen and utilis¬ 
ing sledges. Accordingly, after an 
interval—during which he sat in 
the Swedish Diet, and travelled in 
Greenland to ascertain the respect¬ 
ive values of dogs and reindeer as 
beasts of burden for sledge jour¬ 
neys—Nordenskiold sailed in the 
Polhem in 1S72, accompanied by 
two tenders. The winter was un¬ 
usually early, and the ice shut in 
the tenders, which were to havo 
returned home, thereby straiten¬ 
ing the provisions through extra 
mouths; the reindeer wei’e lost, 
and the men suffered greatly from 
scurvy. Nevertheless Nordenskiold 
and Lieutenant Palender success¬ 
fully surveyed part of North-East 
Land, and in the following July the 
vessels were extricated from tlieir 
winter quarters, Mussel Bay, on 
the north coast of Spitzbergen, and 
returned home. Nordenskibld now 
turned his attention to Siberian 
exploration, and in 187 a sailed 
through the Kara Sea to the Yeni¬ 
sei, and ascended the river in a 
small boat, returning home over¬ 
land. He repeated this voyage in 
the following year, after a flying 
visit to the Philadelphia Exhibi¬ 
tion, but this time came back from 
the Yenissei by sea. These expe¬ 
riences gave Nordenskibld a reason¬ 
able hope of accomplishing the 
Nortli-Eaat Passage, The Knag of 
Sweden, Mr. Oscar Dickson, anrl 
Mr. Sibiriakoil at once lent their 
aid to the project, and in July, 
1878, Professor Nordenskibld started 
in the Vega, She was the first 
vessel to double the most northern 
point of the Old World, Cape 
Tchelyuskin; she wintered in Beh¬ 
ring’s Straits; and once more free 
in July, 1879, reached Japan on 
Sept. 2. On liis arrival in Europe 
Nordenslriold was enthusiastically 
welcomed, and laden with honours. 
He was created a Baron (April, 
18S0); and appointed a Commander 
of the Legion of Honour and a 
foreign Knight of thePrussianOrdre 
pour 1c Me rile for Arts and Sciences. 
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NORFOLK (Puke of), Hie Graoe, 
Henry Fitzalan Howard, Earl of 
Arundel, Surrey, and Norfolk, and

NOVELLO, Clara Anastasia 
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(Countess Gigliuoci), fourth daugh¬ 
ter of Mr. Vincent Novello, musical 
composer, born in London, June 10, 
1818, at an early age displayed so 
much musical talent as to induce 
her father to give her a thoroughly 
professional education. Her pro¬ 
gress repaid the care bestowed upon 
her, for at the early age of eleven 
years she won, by competition, her 
admission as a pupil into the Conser¬ 
vatoire de Musique Sucree at Paris, 
where, for two years, she studied as¬ 
siduously, and at one of the public 
examinations of the pupils was 
complimented by Charles X. and 
his court. On the closing of the 
institution, in the revolution of 
1830, she returned homo fitted to 
take a prominent part among the 
singers of the day, at the concerts 
of the Philharmonic Society and 
other leading musical entertain¬ 
ments. When only seventeen 
years of age she was elected an 
Associate of that Society j and 
soon afterwards accepted an invita¬ 
tion from Mendelssohn to take part 
in the Leipsic Gewandkaus Con¬ 
certs. In Berlin and Vienna she 
was equally well received j and so 
great was her success at the first- 
mentioned place, that the late king 
presented her with introductions to 
his sister, the Empress of Russia, 
and to the court of Vienna. Before 
this time Malibran and Rubini 
advised her to go to Italy, and 
study for the stage. Her success 
at Vienna induced her to take part 
in the musical festivals in Lom¬ 
bardy, and she felt disposed to 
follow their advice, hut, owing to 
engagements at St. Petersburg and 
in Germany, could not carry out 
this plan until 1839-40. She ap¬ 
peared at Padua in 1841 in the 
character of Somirainide with such 
success, that engagements at 
Bologna, Modena, and Genoa fol¬ 
lowed, and in 1842 both Rome and 
Genoa endeavoured to secure her 
for the fetes of the carnival. In 
1843 she returned to England, and 
sang in London and Manchester ; 
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and having married Count Uigli- 
tioei, she withdrew from the stage in 
1844. Circumstances, however, in¬ 
duced her to return in 1850; and 
she constantly appear od in concerts, 
oratorios, and operas, on tho Con¬ 
tinent and in London, until I860, 
when she finally retired. 

N0VELL0, Joseph Alfred, son of 
Vincent Novello, organist and com¬ 
poser, was horn in 1810. He fol¬ 
lowed his father's footsteps in de¬ 
voting himself to the propagation 
of good music in England, and at 
the early age of nineteen estab¬ 
lished himself in London as a 
musical publisher. Some years 
after he devised a system of print¬ 
ing cheap music, and succeeded in 
introducing tliis beneficial novelty, 
notwithstanding the general oppo¬ 
sition of fellow music-sellers. To 
his efforts is due the abolition of a 
vexatious printers' guild law, which 
had hampered the trade since 1811. 
A friend and admirer of Felix Men¬ 
delssohn, Mr. Alfred Novello eagerly 
introduced to English auditors the 
works of that great master, and 
aided him in translating " St. Paul," 
'< Lobgesnng/' and other composi¬ 
tions. In 1849 lie associated him¬ 
self with the energetic men who 
relieved England from 11 taxation 
on knowledge/' and for years was 
the active treasurer of their society, 
the object of which was the repeal 
of the advertisement duty (accom¬ 
plished in 1833), the repeal of the 
newspaper stamp (accomplished in 
183B), duties on paper and foreign 
hooks, and the repeal of the security 
system. Ever ardent in promoting 
the progress of art, science, and 
social advancement, he materially 
assisted the inventive genius of his 
friend, Mr. Bessemer, in his scien¬ 
tific discoveries in glass, &c., and 
especially that of producing the 
metal now known as Bessemer steel. 
In 1856 he retired from business 
and established himself in Italy, 
the birthplace of his paternal an¬ 
cestors. 

NUNEZ EE ARGE. Gasper, was

OAKELEY, Sir Herbert Stanley, 
Mus. D„ D.C.L., second son of the 
late Sir Herbert Oakeley, Bart., 
was born at Ealing, Middlesex, in 
July, 1830. His mother, Aihole 
Murray, the third Lady Oakeley, 
was daughter of Lord Charles Mur¬ 
ray, youngest son of John, third 
Duke of Atholo. He was educated 
1 at Rugby School, and at Christ 
Church, Oxford (B.A. 1853, M.A. 
1855). After having graduated ho 
went abroad to complete his studies 
in music, for which, ft ran earliest 
childhood, lie had shown a marked 
predilection. At Leipzig he studied 
pianoforte-playing under Professors 
Moseheles and Pkidy, and at Bonn 
organ-playing under Dr. Breiden- 
stein, Profossoi* of Music in that 
University, and later under the 
great organist Dr. Johann Schneider 
of Dresden. While resident in Lon¬ 
don he acted for some years as 
musical critic and correspondent to 
a well-known periodical, to which 
and to other journals he still con¬ 
tributes notices of musical festi¬ 
vals at home and abroad, In 1864, 
he was enrolled, in Rome, os mem¬ 
ber of the Society of ff Quiritos. ** 
In 1805, on the death of Professor 
Donaldson, he was elected Profes¬ 
sor of Music in the University of 
Edinburgh. In 1871 ho received 
ex oficio the degree of Doctor of 
Music. In recognition of musical 
services for Scotland, the honour 
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of knighthood was conferred on 
him in Any*. IS70. In 1879 his own 
Univei’sity, Oxford, gave him the 
degreo of Hus. Doc., honoris causx ; 
mid in 1381 that of LL.D. was pre¬ 
sented to him by the University of 
Aberdeen. In the same year he 
received the appointment of Com¬ 
poser to Her Majesty in Scotland. 
He lias written for the Church, for 
chorus, orchestra, organ, and piano¬ 
forte, and has published vocal 
quartets, Ac. To Sir Herbert 
Oakeley’s intiuence may bo in great 
measure attributed the increase in 
appreciation of the organ and the 
orchestra which has taken place in 
Scotland since his appointment at 
Edinburgh; and also the founda¬ 
tion of a Students’ Choral Associa¬ 
tion at each of the Scottish Uni ver¬ 
ities. He is Hon. President and 
Conductor of the University MuBi- 
t* il Societies of Edinburgh and St. 
Andrews, and a Vice-President of 
1 hat at Aberdeen ; Hon. President 
of the Choral Union, Amateur Or¬ 
chestral, and " St. Andrew ” 
Amateur Orchestral Societies,Edin¬ 
burgh j Hon. President of Chelten¬ 
ham Choral and Orchestral Society, 
and Member of the Philharmonic 
Society of London. 

OAKES, John Wright, A.R.A., 
born in 1822 at Sproston House, 
near Middlewich, Cheshire, was 
educated at a private school in 
Liverpool. He 1ms exhibited at the 
Royal Academy, every year with one 
exception, since 1818. A few of his

OAKLEY, The Very Rev. John, 
D. D., Dean of Manchester, was born 
about the year 1831, and educated 
at Brascnosu College, Oxford, of 
which ho was Scholar. He was 
ordained in 1838, and became 
curate of St. Luke’s, Berwick 
Struct; in 1S33 ho was appointed 
curate of St. James’, Westminster, 
wliere lie remained until 18G7; he 
was then ajipointed to the vicarage 
of St. Saviour’s, Hoxton, where his 
fifteen years of excellent work 
brought him under the notice of 
Mr. Gladfei one, who appointed him 
in the vacant Deanery of Carlisle. 
T^o years later (1883), on the 
death of Dr. Boyd of Exeter, Dean 
Cowio of Manchester was trans¬ 
ferred to Exeter, and Dr. Oakley 
succeeded to the Deanery of Man¬ 
chester, a position to which he is 
admirably suited. Ho has pub¬ 
lished " The Christian Aspect and 
Application of the Decaloguo,” 
1865 ; *• The Conscience Clause, its 
History,” 1804, und various ser¬ 
mons, Ac. 

O’BRIEN, Lucius Richard, Presi¬ 
dent of the Royal Canadian Aca¬ 
demy of Arts, was born at the family 
residence on Lake Simeoe, Ontario, 
Canada, in 1S32, and educated at 
Upper Canada College, Toronto. 
At an early age ho developed a 
taste for art. In 1872 he took an 
active part in founding the Art 
School of the Ontario Society of 
Artuts, and for six years he held 
the Vice-Presidency of that insti¬ 
tution. In 1SS0, the Royal Cana¬ 
dian Academy of Arts was founded, 
and Mr. O’Brien was elected Pre¬ 
sident. To the exhibitions he has 
been a large contributor. He su¬ 
perintended the illustration, of 
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“ Picturesque Canada" (2 vols., 
Toronto, 18S1), to which he con¬ 
tributed a large number of the 
drawings. 

O'BRIEN, William, son of the late 
Mr. James O'Brion, of Mallow, was 
born in 1852,and wa s educated at the 
Diocesan College, Cloyne, and tho 
Queen’s College, Cork. Ho repre¬ 
sented Mallow from Jan. 1883, until 
its extinction as a "borough under 
the Redistribution i\ct, 1885, and in 
the parliament of 1885 was member 
for South Tyrone. At the general 
election of 18SG he was defeated by 
Mr. T. W. Russell, Unionist Libe¬ 
ral, who gained the seat by a ma¬ 
jority of 99, Mi*. O'Brien is one of 
the foremost members of the Par- 
nellite party, and is the editor of 
United Ireland ; he was a “suspect" 
under Mr. Forster's Coercion Aet, 
and is a loader iu the councils of 
the National League. He was a 
delegate of this body to tho Chicago 
Convention in August, 1SSG. In 
Parliament he is a bitter and inci¬ 
sive s]jeaker, and has frequently 
been “suspended" for a breach of 
the rules of tho House. 

O’CONNOR, Thomas Power, M.P., 
born at Atlilone, co. Roscommon, 
in 1848, was educated first at the 
Colloge of the Immaculate Concep¬ 
tion, Athlone, and afterwords at 
the Queen’s College, where he 
graduated in the degrees of B.A, 
andM.A. He adopted journalism 
as a profession, and after v three 
year's connection with the Dublin 
press, came to London in 1870. He 
first obtained an engagement on 
the Daily Telegraph, and was after¬ 
wards employed on several other 
London journals. He published, in 
1870, the first volume of a biogra¬ 
phy of the late Lord Beaconsfield, 
under tho title of " Beniamin Dis¬ 
raeli, Earl of Beaconsfield," but 
afterwards, changing tho method, 
brought out a complete Life of the 
then Premier, in a single volume, 
entitled fr Lord Beaconsfield, a Bio¬ 
graphy 1 The work received gene¬ 
ral praise for its literary merits 
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and research, but, as it took a very 
unfavourable view of the Conser¬ 
vative leader, its conclusions met 
with a widely different reception 
from Liberal and Conservative 
critics. Mr. O'Connor was elected 
member for the town of Galway at 
the general election of 1880, and 
soon became one of the most active 
and prominont members of the 
party led by Mr. Parnell. Ho was 
one of the Executive of the Land 
League, both in England and Ire¬ 
land. In Oct. 1881, ho set out for 
the United States, and lectured on 
the Irish cause to largo gatherings 
in nearly all the great cities, during 
atom* which extended over seven 
months, and raised a large sum of 
money. In 1883 he was elected 
President of the “Irish National 
League of Great Britain." In 1S85 
he stood for the Scotland division 
of Liverpool and defeated Mr, 
Woodward the Liberal candidate 
by a majority of 1,350. In 18BG he 
defeated Mr. Earle, a Unionist 
Liberal, by 1/180. Ho has edited 
! a “Cabinet of Irish Literature," 
and has written a large number of 
tales, essays, and magazine arti¬ 
cles. In 1885 he published what 
is, till now, his principal work, 

“ The Parnell Movement." 

ODLING, William, M.B., F.R.S., 
born Sept. 5, 1829, in Southwark? 
was educated at private schoolsj 
and for the medical profession at 
Guy’s Hospital, He graduated 
M.B. of the University of London 
in 1851; was elected a Fellow of 
the Royal Society, and a Fellow of 
tho Royal College of Physicians in 
1859; and President of the Chemi¬ 
cal Society in 1873. He was ap¬ 
pointed demonstrator of Chemistry 
at Guy’s Hospital in 1850? Lec¬ 
turer on Chemistry at St. Bartho¬ 
lomew’s Hospital in 1868? Fulle- 
rian Professor of Chemistry at the 
Royal Institution in 1868 ? Wayn- 
fieie Professor of Chemistry iu the 
University of Oxford, June 17, 
1872? and elected a Fellow of 
Worcester College on the following 
3 E 
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day, Mr. Odling, who is highly 
distinguished as a scientific che¬ 
mist, is tlio author of a "Manual 
of Chemistry/* 1801 ; “ Lectures on 
AnimalChemistry/* 1806; “Course 
of Practical Chemistry/* 1876 ; and 
of various scientific memoirs, espe¬ 
cially on chemical theory. The 
University of Leyden conferred on 
him the honorary degree of Doctor 1 
of Mathematics and Physics in Fob. | 
1875. Ho was British Judge of 
Awards for Chemical Manufactures 
at the Philadelphia International 
Exhibition of 1870, and is one of 
the analysts employed to test 
London water. 

OGLE, Dr. William, M.A. and 
M.D., Oxon., F.R.C.P., London, was 
horn in 1S27 at Oxford, his father 
being the. Regius Professor of 
Medicine in that University. He 
was educated at Eugby, and at 
Corpus Christ i College, of which 
latter lie afterwards became a 
Fellow. He graduated in classical 
honours, and toot the degree of 
M.A. and M.D. at Oxford. His ( 
medical education was received at 
8 t. George's Hospital, where he 
became Lecturer on Physiology 
and Assistant Physician. After 
practising for a few years in Lon¬ 
don, he accepted the office of 
Medical Officer of Health in East 
Hertfordshire; and held this post 
until on the retirement of Dr. 
Farr lie was appointed Superinten- 
daut of Statistics in the General 
Register Office, which post he still 
holds. Among other offices which 
he has held are those of Examiner 
in Physical Science and in Public 
Health in the University of 
Oxford. He is the author of 
numerous papers on physiological 
and medical subjects in the Trans¬ 
actions of the Royal Medico-Chiru- 
gical Society; and on Statistical 
Subjects in the Journal of the 
Statistical Socioty, and in the 
official reports issued by the 
General Register Office. He is also 
the author of a translation, with 
notes and essays, of the treatise 


of Aristotle on the Parts of 
Animals. 

O’KELLY, James, M.P., son of 
Mr. Jolm O’Kelly, of Roscommon, 
was horn in Dublin in 18 i 5. He 
was educated at Dublin University 
and at tho Sorhoune, Paris, and 
served for some time as an officer 
in the French army during the 
1 Franco - German war*. He left 
France after the fall of Paris and 
wont to Hew York, where he 
worked for some time as a journal¬ 
ist for the New York BeruhL As a 
correspondent for the same paper 
he went to Cuba at the time of the 
insurrection, but joined the rebels, 
was taken prisoner, and confined 
for sonic time in a dungeon, whence 
at last he contrived to escape. 
After various adventures in 
America, Algiers and elsewhere, he 
went to tho Soudan for the pur¬ 
pose of joining the Malidi’s troops ; 
lie was lost for some months in 
the desert, and at last apj)eared 
on the Nile, not far from Khartoum, 
l After writing a series of lively 
letters to the Daily News he re¬ 
turned to England, and once more 
represented the constituency of 
Roscommon in the House of Com¬ 
mons. At tho General Election of 
1885 he and Mr. Mullany wore 
returned by an immense Parnollite 
majority for the new division of 
North Roscommon, and in 1886 
lie was returned unopposed. Mr. 
O’Kelly was a “ suspect,” and was 
imprisoned at Kilma inham in 
1881-2. In the House of Commons 
he has been frequently “ sus¬ 
pended.” 

OLDENBURG, (Grand Duke of), 
Nicholas Frederick Peter, son of 
the Grand Duke Paul Frederick 
Augustus and the Princess Ida of 
Anhalt - Beraberg, born July 8, 
1827, succeeded liia father Feb. 27, 
1853. The population of the duchy 
over which he reigns is about 
300,000, He promulgated a liberal 
constitution in Feb., 1849, modified 
it in 1852, and during the war be¬ 
tween Russia, Turkey, and the 
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Allied Powers lie adhered to the 
policy of Pm&sia. After the con¬ 
quest of Schleswig-Holstein by 
Prussia and Austria, the Grand 
Duke claimed a portion of theso 
duchies, which claim he endea¬ 
voured to support by some " Me¬ 
moirs ” addressed to the diploma¬ 
tists of Europe. He married, Fob. 
XO, 1852, Elizabeth, daughter of 
Prince Joseph of Saxe-Altcnburg, 
by whom he has two sons. 

OLIPHANT, Laurence, son of the 
late Sir Anthony Oliphant, C.B., 
for many years Chief Justice of 
Ceylon, bom in 1829, was intended 
for the law, but visited India whilst 
very young, and accompanied Jung 
Bahadoor to the Nopaulesa Court. 
An account of this visit ho pub¬ 
lished, under the title of " A Jour¬ 
ney to Katin an dim.” Returning 
to England, he was admitted a 
member of the Scottish bar, and 
was afterwards called to the Eng¬ 
lish har at Lincoln's Inn. In 1852 
he travelled through a great part 
of Russia, as far as the Crimea, an 
account of which lour he published 
in 1853, under the title of tr The 
Russian Shores of the Black Sea.” 
He became private secretary to the 
late Earl of Elgin, then Governor- 
General of Canada, and Civil Secre¬ 
tary and Superintendent of Indian 
affairs; and in 1883 published, 
under the title of " Minnesota and 
the Pax* West,” a narrative of liis 
wanderings in Canada and the 
United States. " The Coming Cam- 

B ,” a work on the war with 
a, appeared soon after; and 
having accompanied Omar Pasha 
in some of his expeditions, he pub¬ 
lished, in 1856, "The Transcau¬ 
casian Campaign under Omar 
Pasha,” a personal narrative. He 
accompanied the late Lord Elgin 
as private secretary and historio¬ 
grapher on his special embassy 
to China in 1857, and in 1860 pub¬ 
lished " A Narrative of the Earl of 
Elgin’s Mission to China and Japan, 
in 1857-59 ; ” and " Patriots and 
Filibusters : Incidents of Travel/’ 


He lias been a frequent contributor 
to periodical literature. In 1861, 
while acting aB Charge d’Affaires in 
Japan, he was attacked and severely 
wounded by assassins, and resigned 
the diplomatic service in the fol¬ 
lowing year. In 1865 he was re¬ 
turned to Parliament for the Stir¬ 
ling burghs, and resigned his seat 
in 1868. He published "Piccadilly : 
a Fragment of Contemporaneous 
Biography,” 1870 ; “ The Land of 
Gilead, with Excursions into the 
Lebanon,” 1881; " Traits and Tra¬ 
vesties, Social and Political,” 1882 ; 
“ The Land of Khozni,” 1882; 
“ Altiora Peto,” a novel, 1883; 
" Sympneumata, or Evolutionary 
Fore03 now active in Man,” 1885; 
and “ Masollnm,” 3 vols., 1886. 
He married Alice, daughter of 
Henry Styleman-le-Strango, of 
Hunstanton Kill, Norfolk. 

OLIPHANT, Mrs. Margaret, 
whose maiden name was Wilson, 
novelist and biographer, and one of 
the most prolific writers of the duy, 
was born at Wallyford near Mussel¬ 
burgh in Midlothian, in 1828. The 
first of her ziumerous works of 
fiction which abound in skilful de¬ 
lineations of Scotch life and charac¬ 
ter, appeared in 1849, before the 
author had attained her majority, 
under the title of u Passages in the 
life of Mrs. Margaret Maitland of 
Sunnyside.” It success was such 
as to incite its author to fresh 
efforts, and she produced a long 
series of works of fiction which 
secured for her a wide-spread repu¬ 
tation both in England and 
America. Amongst her novels are, 
" Caleb Field,” 1830; tff Markland,” 
1851; "Katie Stewart,” 1852;"The 
Quiet Heart,” 1851<;" Zaidue,” 1856; 
fr The Laird of Norlaw,” 1858; 
" Lucy Crof ton,” I860; if The Chroni¬ 
cles of Carliugford,” 1802-66; 
"Madonna Mary,” 18G7; "Squire 
Arden,” 1871 5 At His Gatos,” 
1872; "A Rose in June,” 1876; 
u Young Musgrave,” 1877; "With¬ 
in the Precincts, 1879; M The Ladies 
Linclores,” 1883 ; tl The Wizard’s 
8 u 2 
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Son," 1883 j " Hosier," 1884-;" Sir 
Tom" 1884; "Madam," 1885; 
" Oliver’s Bride ” 1886. Mrs. Oli- 
phnni hns also written -works of 
history and biography, amongst 
which " S. Francis of Assisi," 1870; 
‘■The Makers of Florence," 1S7C; 
and "Literary History of England," 
1882, are tho best known. She 
also edited Messrs. Blackwood’s 
" Foreign Classics for English 
Headers,” and herself contributed 
vohimes on Dante and Cervantes. 

OLIPHAHT, Thomas Lawrence 
Kington, bom Aug. 1G, 1831, at 
Henleaze, near Bristol, was edu¬ 
cated at Cheam, Surrey, then at 
Eton, next at Balliol College, 
Oxford, and nfterwards at the Inner 
Temple. He was served heir to his 
maternal grandfather’s estate of 
Cask,in Perthshire, in 1867,having 
adopted his mother’s family name, 
"Olipliant" instead of "Kington." 
Mr. Oliplinnt has published the 
“ Life of the Emperor Frederick 
the Second," 1862: " Jacobite 
Lairds of Gnak," 18/0: "Sources 
Of Standard English," 1873 : " Life 
of the Due de Luynes,” with otlier 
essays, 1873; and" Old and Middle 
English," 1878. His latest work 
is “ The Hew English .” 

OLLIVIER, Emile, a French 
statesman, bom at Marseilles, July 
2 ,1825 ; became a member of the 
Paris bar in 1817; and in 1848 
was Commissary-General of the 
Republic at Marseilles; was Frefet 
at Langres; and returned to the 
bar in 1819. Elected as Opposition 
candidate for the third circonscrip- 
tion of the Seine in 1857, he took 
part in several important discus¬ 
sions ; amongst which may bo men¬ 
tioned those relating to the laws 
respecting public safety, the expe¬ 
dition to Italy, and the regulation 
of the press. During the session 
of 1860 lie was one of the most dis¬ 
tinguished members of a small 
group of Opposition deputies, 
known by the name of " The Five.” 
In the meantime he undertook the 
defence of M, Yaoherot, indicted 
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for his work entitled "La Demo¬ 
cratic," and in consequence of the 
style he adopted iu pleading, was 
suspended for three months, an 
appeal against this judgment fail¬ 
ing. In 1803 ho was re-elected for 
Paris, and in the first session was 
distinguished by liis report on the 
law relating to coalitions, and then 
showed such moderation in his re¬ 
lations with the Government as to 
cause a coldness between himself 
and his old political friends, a feel¬ 
ing which was increased during tho 
session of 1865, in which year he 
was elected a member of the 
Council-General of the Yar. In 
July of the same year he received 
the appointment of Judicial Counsel 
and Commissary-General of the 
Viceroy of Egypt in Paris, and 
retired from the Paris bar. M. 
Emile Ollivier was chosen by the 
Emperor as arbitrator of the 
difficulties which arose relative 
to the Isthmus of Suez, and 
it was upon liis report that the 
final decision was founded. The 
session of 1806-67 witnessed 
the complete separation of M. 
Ollivier from his former political 
associates of the Left. The liberal 
promises contained in the famous 
Imperial letter of Jan. 39 induced 
him to side with the Government, 
and it was fully expected that he 
would he received into the ministry 
in the combinations which were 
successively announced and contra¬ 
dicted. Just before the general 
elections of 1869 the rumours on 
this point assumed fresh consist¬ 
ency, and M. Ollivier seized this 
opportunity to direct public atten¬ 
tion to the origin and history of his 
relations with the Emperor by pub¬ 
lishing a pamphlet entitled *• Le 19 
Janvier." He was returned by an. 
enormous majority for the first 
[ eirconscription of the Yar, but was 
defeated in the third circonsorip- 
! tion of the Seine, for which he was 
also a candidate. On Dec. 27, M. 
Ollivier, who had been for some 
time the centre of the movements 
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for uniting the fractions of the late 
majority -with the new Liberal 
Tien Parti , received from tho Em¬ 
peror a letter inviting him to form 
a ministry which should enjoy the 
confidence of the Legislative body, 
,and which could cairy out the 
Sonatus-Consultum in letter and 
spirit. This onerous task he under¬ 
took., and tho names of the now 
ministers wore published in the 
Journal Ojjiciel on Jan. 3, 1870. M. 
OUivier himself took the portfolio 
of Justice, tho other ministers 
being Count Daru(Foreign Affairs), 
M. Chovandier dc Valdrdme (Inte¬ 
rior), H. Buffet (Finance), General 
Lebomf (War), Admiral Eigault de 
Genouillv (Marine), M. S£gris 
(Public Instruction), M. Talkouct 
(Public Works), M. Louuet (Com¬ 
merce), Marshal Yaillant (Imperial 
Household), and M. Richard (Fine 
Arts). Among the first-fruits of 
the new administration was the 
granting of an amnesty in favour 
of M. Ledm-Rollm, the convocation 
of the High Court of Justice at 
Tours to try Prince Pierre Bona¬ 
parte, the maintenance of order 
n itliout Blieddiug of blood during 
the popular excitement caused by 
tho assassination of Victor Noir, 
the prosecution of Henry lioclie- 
fort, and the dismissal of M.Hauss- 
mann. Several administrative re¬ 
forms were also introduced, and 
it was thought by many that an 
era of constitutional liberty had 
begun for France. These hopes 
were soon rudely dispelled. The 
declaration of war against Ger¬ 
many, and its diastrous results, 
led to the overthrow of the OUivier 
Government on Aug. 9,1870, when 
General Count de Palikao was 
charged with the formation of a 
war ministry. M. OUivier, who, it 
should he mentioned, had been 
elected a member of the French 
Academy in April, 1870, deemed it 
prudent after the fall of the empire 
to retire to Biclla, in Piedmont, 
where he resided for a considerable 
time with his wife and child, devot¬ 


ing his time to literary pursuits. 
He returned to his house at Paasy 
at tho close of the year 1872, and 
his reception at the French Aca¬ 
demy took place Feb. 25, 18/4. 
M. Emile Ollivier lias published 
numerous juridical works, which 
have appeared in the Revve de Droit 
Pratique, which he founded in 185G, 
in conjunction with MM. Mourlon, 
Demangeat and Ballot. He is the 
author, with M. Mourlon, of u Coni- 
mentaire sur les Saisics Immobi¬ 
lizes ct Ch'dres/ 1 1869; and of 
“Commissuire de la Loi du 25 Mars, 
1801, but les Coalitions,” 1801; 
“ Une Visite a la ChapeUc deB Me- 
dieis: Dialogue entre Michel Ange 
ct Raphael? 1872; *' HEglise et 
mat au Goneile du Vatican,” 2 
vols., 1879 ; " M. Thiers tt FActide- 
mie et dans FHistoire,” 1880 j and 
other works. He is an accom¬ 
plished musician, and besides play¬ 
ing the violin, has written several 
concertos for that instrument. M. 
Ollivier’s first wife, who died at 
Saint Tropez, in 1862, was a 
daughter of Liszt, tho famous 
pianist and composer j lie married, 
secondly, in Sept., I860, Mdlle. 
Gravier, the daughter oi' a mer¬ 
chant of Marseilles. 

OLMSTED Frederick Law, land¬ 
scape gardenor, was born in Hart¬ 
ford, Connecticut, Nov. 10,1822. He 
studied at Yale College, devoting 
special attention to engineering 
and the sciences connected with 
agriculture. In 1848 he purchased 
a fruxt-f ami on Staten Island, near 
New York, and while successfully 
managing it, studied landscape 
gardening. In 1850 he made a 
pedestrian tour through England 
and portions of the Continent, an, 
account of which was given in his 
<r Walks and Talks of an American 
Farmer in England,” 1852. In 
1852-53, as correspondent of the 
New York Times, he travelled 
through the Southern States with 
the special purpose of studying 
the effects of slavery upon agricul¬ 
ture. The results of this journey. 
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and of a subsequent one, were 
afterwards published in separate 
works: " A Journey in the Sea¬ 
board Slave States/ 9 1850; " A 
Journey through Texas," 1857; 
" A Journey in the Black Country," 
1800; and ‘ f The Cotton Kingdom," 
1801. In the meanwhilo, in 1855, 
he made a tour through France, 
Italy, and Germany, for the pur¬ 
pose of observing parks and rural 
grounds. In 1850 he secured the 
prize for the best plan of laying 
out the New York Central Park, 
and was appointed architect and 
chief engineer. He continued in 
charge of the Park until 1S61, 
when the civil war having broken 
out, he was appointed Secretary 
and Executive Officer of the Sani¬ 
tary Commisssion. From 1804 to 
1800 lie spent in California, when 
he was made one of the Commis¬ 
sioners of the National Park of 
the Yosemito. He returned to New 
York in I860, and had charge of 
the laying out of the Brooklyn 
Prospect Park. He has since been 
associated in designs for parks and 
other publie works at Washington, 
Chicago, San Francisco, and other 
cities. He resides at Brookline, 
Massachusetts. 

OMMANNEY, Admiral, Sir Eras¬ 
mus. C.B., F.E.S., is the seventh son 
of the late Sir Francis Molyneux 
Oimnanney, the well-known Navy 
agent, and sometime M.P. for 
Barnstaple, ami nephew of the 
late Admiral Sir John A. Oinuutii- 
ney, K.C.R He was born in 
London in 1811, and entered the 
navy in 1820. As midshipman, he 
assisted at the landing of the 
British army at Lisbon in 1827, 
jvns at the battle of Navarino on 
board the AZ6ion,and in H.M. ships 
Revenge and Undaunted saw much 
service in the Mediterranean, East 
Indies and Coast of Africa. He 
was promoted to lieutenant in 1835, 
and immediately volunteered to 
serve with Capt. James Ross in an 
expedition to relieve the whaling 
vessels* beset in the ice of Baffin's 


Bay: this expedition was carried 
out in mid-winter under extreme 
hardships and difficulties, and for 
his services Lieut. Ommanney 
received the commendation of the 
Admiralty. In October 1810, he 
was promoted to Commander, and 
studied the principles and construc¬ 
tion of marine enginOB in order to 
fit himself to command steam- 
vessels which were then being in¬ 
troduced into the navy. With the 
Vesuvius, he was actively employed 
on all parts of the Mediterranean 
for three years, being present at 
the bombardment of Tangier by 
the French. He then returned to 
England, and, unable to get active 
employment, studied at the Ports¬ 
mouth Naval College. After being 
promoted Captain in 181G, he was 
employed by the government to 
help in carrying out the relief 
measures during the Irish Famine, 
and in February 1850, was selected 
to be second in command of the 
Arctic Expedition, under Captain 
Austin, to search after the Franklin 
expedition, and was the first to dis¬ 
cover traces of the missing ships. 
After travelling over 500 miles on 
the ice in sledges, Capt. Ommanney 
returned to the ship, and though 
no further traces of Franklin were 
found, a great deal of new land 
was discovered. On his return to 
England he was appointed Deputy 
Controller-General of the Coast¬ 
guard, which he left on the out¬ 
break of the war against; Russia in 
1854, when' he wus appointed to 
command the White Sea Expedi¬ 
tion, which harassed the towns of 
Russian Lapland, and endured a 
service of considerable seventy. 
In 1855 he was appointed to com¬ 
mand a special service in the 
Baltic, assisted in tho operations 
of the fleet in the Gulf of Finland, 
and was Senior Officer in the Gulf 
of Riga. In 1857 he proceeded to 
the West Indies, and took command 
of the Brunswick, and was after¬ 
wards attached to the Channel 
Fleet and the Mediterranean Fleet. 
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In May, 18G2, ho went to Gibraltar 
ns Senior OJficer and served there 
till ISGi, when ho had to resign on 
his promotion to Rear-Admiral, 
lie retired from the Navy in 1873, 
was promoted to the rank of 
Admiral in 1877, and received tho 
honour of knighthood for Arctic 
services. Ho was elected a Fellow 
of the Royal Society for scientific 
discoveries made in the Arctic and 
White Seas; assisted in observing 
the Transit of Venus in Upper 
Egypt in 187 i, and accompanied 
the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science to Mon¬ 
treal in 1881. 

OPPERT, Jules, a French orien¬ 
talist, was bom in Hamburgh, of 
Jewish parents, July 9, 1S23. Ho 
studied law at Heidelberg, and 
Sanskrit and Arabic at Bonn, He 
next studied the Zend and the 
ancient Persian, and published a 
treatise at Berlin on the vocal sys¬ 
tem of the latter language. As hit, 
religion prevented him from hold¬ 
ing a professorship in a German 
university, lie went to Franco in 
1847, obtained the professorship of 
German at the Jyceums of Laval 
and Rlieims, and was appointed on 
the scientific expedition sent by 
the government to Mesopotamia. 
After his return in 183 J, he sub¬ 
mitted to the Institute a new 
system of interpreting the inscrip¬ 
tions. For nearly thirty years he 
has devoted himself chiefly to the , 
study of cuneiform inscriptions. In 
1857 he was appointed Professor of 
Sanskrit in the school of languages 
attached to tho Imperial Library. 
Among his works are "Les Inscrip¬ 
tions des ArchiSmenides,” 1852; 
"Etudes Assyriennes; L'Expedi- 
tion Ecientifique do France en 
M<?sopotamie/’ 1831-61; " Gram- 
maire Sanscrite," 1859; "Grande 
inscription du palais de Elhorsa- 
bad /’ 1861; "Histoire des empires 
do Chaldee et d’Assyrie* d’apres 
les monuments/'’ I860; "LTmmoi*- 
talite de lMine chez les Chald£ens, 
suivic tVuno traduction de la 


descente mix enfers de la doesse 
Istar Astarte/’ 1873; "Lambre 
jaune chez les Assyrians/ 1 18R0; 
" Fragments Myfchologiquea relat ifs 
h. la Mythologie As&yrienne/' 1882; 
"Deux textes tres bineiens do la 
Chaldee/' 1883. 

ORCHARDSON, William Quiller, 
R.A., born at Edinburgh in 1833, 
entered at tho age of fifteen the 
Trustees’ Academy of his native 
city. The first pictures ho sub¬ 
mitted to public inspection were 
shown in tho exhibitions of the 
Royal Scottish Academy. En¬ 
couraged by their reception, Mr. 
Orehardson came to London in 
1803, and the same year exhibited 
in Trafalgar-square for the first 
time. His contributions were en¬ 
titled "An Old English Song/’ 
and "Portraits," the latter a life- 
size full-length portrait compo¬ 
sition of three young ladies. In 
the following year he exhibited 
at the British Institution a figure 
of " Peggy " from Allan Ram Bay’s 
" Gentle Shepherd/ 1 and at the 
Royal Aeaclcmy another Scottish 
subject, entitled "Flowers o’ the 
Forest.” The following year ap¬ 
peared at tlic Royal Academy 
“Harnlot and Ophelia," and in 
tho winter exhibition at the French 
gallery, Pall Mall, “ The Chal¬ 
lenge” which won a prize of .£100 
given by Mr. Wallace. In I860 
came "The Story of a Life M at the 
Academy—an aged nun relating 
her life experience to a group of 
novices; and "Christopher Sly,” 
in Mr. Wallis’s winter exhibition 
at the Suffolk-street galleries. In 
18G7 the Academy pictures were 
w Talbot and the Countess of 
Auvergne/’ and "Miss Petrie/' 
and another was shown at the 
French gallery winter exhibition, 
entitled "Choosing a Weapon,” 
In Jan. 1SG8, he was elected an 
Associate of the Royal Academy, 
only four years after he had come 
to London. He exhibited that year 
at the Academy, besides a portrait 
of Mrs. Birket Foster, a subject

Mr. Oreliardson achieved a grout 
succe a B at the Paris Universal Ex¬ 
hibition, where his" Challenge” 
an< L" Christopher Sly” were greatly 
admired by French critics, and won 
for the paintur one of the very few 
medals awarded to English artists.

Haid Hit,” a scene at the gaming 
table, 1870; “ Napoleon I., on board 
H.M.S. Bellerophon/’ 1880, pur¬ 
chased by the Council of the lioyal 
Academy under the terms of the 
Clmntrey bequest; "Housekeeping 
in the Honeymoon/* 1862. These 
were followed by " Voltaire,” 1883;

Orchardson was elected a Poyal

Q’REILLY, John Boyle, XjL.D., 
was born at Castle Dowth, co.Meath, 
Ireland, June 25, 1841. He was 
tried and convicted of high treason 
in June, I860, and sentenced to 
imprisonment for life, but the 
sentence was commuted to twenty 
years penal servitude. In 1809 he 
escaped to the United States, where 


he lias Biuce been editor of the 
Boston Pilot . He lias published 
" Songs from the Southern Seas/* 
1872; "Songs, Legends, and Bal¬ 
lads,” 1870; "Moondyno” 1877; 
and " Statues in the Block,” 1881. 

ORMEROD, Eleanor A., is the 
youngest child of tlio late Mr. 
George Ormerod, the w r ell-known 
genealogist and historian of Ches¬ 
hire. About 1808, when the col¬ 
lection of economic entomology 
now at the Bethnal Green Museum 
was begun, Miss Ormerod became 
a contributor. In 1877 she invited, 
by circular, information for publi¬ 
cation in reports, as to means found 
practically serviceable for preven¬ 
tion of injury to oaks by insect*; 
and in this way and by constant 
study she has gained much prac¬ 
tical knowledge on the subject. In 
3879 she published " Notes of Ob¬ 
servations of Injurious Insects; ” 
"A Manual of Injurious Insects, 
with Methods of Prevention and 
Remedy for their Attacks to Food, 
Crops, &c./’ 1881; *• Reports of Ob¬ 
servations of Injurious Insects 
during 1882,” 1883 j " Somo Ob¬ 
servations on the CEstridsc/’ 1RS4, 
In 1882 Miss Ormerod was ap¬ 
pointed consulting entomologist of 
thu Royal Agricultural Society of 
England, and shortly after became 
special lecturer on economic ento¬ 
mology at the Royal Agricultural 
College, Cirencester. 

ORMSBY, The Bight Hon. Henry, 
son of the Rev. Henry Ormsby, 
rector of Kilskier, co. Meath, was 
born in that parish in Feb. 1812, 
and educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he graduated in 163 i, 
having obtained several honours 
in his career : these were in Logic, 
Mathematics, and Greek Composi¬ 
tion. He was called to tlio bar in 
1835, and made a Q.C. in 1858. 
Shortly before the resignation of 
the Conservative ministry in 1808 
he was nominated Solicitor-General 
for Ireland. Upon the return of 
Mr. Disraeli to power in 1874 he 
was re-appointed Solicitor-General, 
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In Jan. 1875, lie was appointed 
Attorney-General for Ireland, and 
sworn of the Privy Council ; and in 
Nov. the same year hewas appointed 
a Judge of the Landed Estates Court 
in Ireland. 

OSBORNE, The Rev. Lord Sydney 
Godolphin, third son of the first 
Lord Godolphin, horn in 1808, 
gradual cd B.A. at Brasenose Col¬ 
lege, Oxford, in 1830, and having 
been for some years Rector of Stoke 
Pogis, near Eton, was appointed 
Rector of Durweston, Dorsetshire, 
by Lord Portman, in 1841. ILe 
resigned the latter incumbency in 
Sept. 1S75. On the accession of 
his brothei’. Lord Godolphin, to the 
dukedom of Leads, he obtained the 
rank of n duke's son. Lord S. G. 
Osborne was formerly well-known 
for his letters on social andphilan- 
tlu-opic subjects, published under 
the signature of rr S. G. O.," in the 
Times, He lias lately continued 
these letters under the same sig¬ 
nature. His lordship has written 
fl Gleanings in the West of Ire¬ 
land" (which country he visited 
for benevolent purposes during the 
famine of 1817, and also in the 
year in which the cholera pre¬ 
vailed), published in 1850; “ Lady 
Eva: Her Last Days, a Tale," in 
1S51; M Scutari and its Hospitals,” 
with illustrations (he visited the 
hospitals at Scutari during the 
Crimean war, received the thanks 
of the Government for the services 
he rendered, and was honourably 
mentioned in the report of the 
Parliamentary Committee as hav¬ 
ing assisted to alleviate the suffer¬ 
ings, raise the spirits, and save the 
lives of the wounded and sick 
soldiers) in 1855; "Hints to the 
Charitable,” and "Hints for the 
Amelioration of the Moral Condi¬ 
tion of a Village," in 1850; Let¬ 
ters on the Education of Young 
Children," in 1SGU; and many pam¬ 
phlets, urging on the public the 
improvement of the dwellings of 
the laboiu’ing classes. 

OSCAR II., Ring of Sweden and 


Norway, was bom Jan. 21, 1820, 
and before he ascended the throne 
held the rank of Lieutenant-Gene¬ 
ral in the army. He married, in 
June, 1857, the Princess Sophia of 
Nassau, daughter of the late Duke 
Wilhelm of Nassau, who was born 
in July, 183G. Prom this union 
there are four sons—namely, Gus- 
taf, Duke of WuriaUud, born in 
June, 185S, now heir-apparent to 
the throne; Oscar, Duke of Gotland, 
born in Nov. 1859; Carl, Duke of 
Weatergbtland, born in Feb. 18G1; 
and Eugene, Duke of Nerike, born 
in Aug. 1865. On the death of his 
brother, Charles XV., in 1872, ho 
succeeded to the throne. The coro¬ 
nation of King Oscar and Queen 
Sophia took place July 18, 1878, at 
the Cathedral of Dronthcrm in 
Norway. In 1878 the Frankfort 
Academy of Sciences elected the 
King of Sweden, a corresponding 
member in recognition of hia 
poetical translation of Goethe’s 
"Faust" into Swedish. His Ma¬ 
jesty is also the author of " A 
Memoir of Charles XII." (trans¬ 
lated into English in 1870) ; ami 
of " Poems and Leaflets from my 
Journal,” 1880, 

O’SHEA, John Augustus, born in 
IS 10, was educated in the Catholic 
University, Dublin. He went 
through the AuBtro-Prussian war 
as correspondent of a New York 
paper, and joined, in 1809, the staff 
of the London Standard, with 
which he has been since connected. 
While acting as representative of 
the Standard during the Franco- 
Prussian wav, ho wa3 sentenced to 
death at Rheims on suspicion of 
having been in communication with 
the enemy, and it was only on a 
personal appeal to the Emperor by 
a press colleague that his release was 
ordered. After that he was one of 
the laBt to re-enter Paris before it 
was invested by the German farces, 
and while contributing continuous 
letters by balloon-post suffered all 
the privations of the Biegc in the 
beleaguved city. He has since been 
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with the Carliats in Biscaya, was 
present afc the capture of Cartlia- 
gcna, and chronicled the episodes 
of the famine in Bengal. Mr. 
O’Shea is the author of one or two 
serial novels, and several comedi¬ 
ettas, besides many shorter sketches 
and stories which have appeared in 
different magazines. 

O’SHEA, Captain William Henry, 
horn in 184-0, is the only son of the 
late Henry O’Shea, Ebq., of Dublin. 
He was educated at Oscott and at 
Trinity College, Dublin, and in 1858 
joined the 18th Hussars, hut Inis 
now retired. He entered Parliament 
in 18S0 as Liberal Home-Rule mem¬ 
ber for Clare, and retained his seat 
until 1SS5, When it was in con¬ 
templation to release Mr. Parnell 
and others from Kilmainhnm in 
April, 1882, Captain O’Shea acted 
in some way not precisely defined, 
as the intermediary between the 
Government and the suspects, llis 
devotion to the Home-Rule cause, 
however, has not been so absolute 
as to secure for him the confidence 
of the other members of the party, 
and in 1885 it required all Mr. 
Parnell’s authority to secure his 
election as member for Galway. In 
1880 he was not a candidate. 

OSMAN PASHA (Ghazi), a Turk¬ 
ish general, was bora at Tokat, in 
Asia Minor, in 1832. He began liis 
education in the preparatory school 
in Constantinople, under the super¬ 
vision of his brother, Hussein Ef¬ 
fort di, who, at the time, was pro¬ 
fessor of Arabic at the institution. 
Prom the preparatory school Osman 
passed in due comae into the mili¬ 
tary school, and quitting the latter 
in 1853 with very liigh certificates, 
at once entered the army as a lieu¬ 
tenant j being appointed to the 
general staff in Shuinla shortly 
after the outbreak of the Crimean 
war, His gallantry in action, and 
general soldier-like qualities, led to 
his rapid advancement, and at the 
termination of the campaign he was 
appointed a captain in the Imperial 
Guard at Constantinople. Before 


long he was promoted to the rank 
of major, and, as such, took part in 
the fighting in Crete, from 18UG to 
1809. Returning to Constantinople 
after the suppression of the insur¬ 
rection in the island, he was pro¬ 
moted to the rank of colonel j and 
on attaining the rank of brigadier- 
general he was appointed to the 
command of a division in the 5th 
Army Corps. In the Tnrko-Servian 
war Osman Pasha commanded thu 
division of the Turkish army as¬ 
sembled at Widdin, and for his 
conduct in the campaign he was 
promoted, by an Imperial irade, to 
the rank of Muschir, or Pield- 
Marslial. When the war between 
Russia and Turkey broke out he 
still remained at Widdin, but his 
command was increased to sixty- 
eight battalions, sixtocn squadrons, 
and 174 guns j and it was with the 
greater part of this force that he 
appeared at Plevna in July, 1877, 
and turned the tide of war in favour 
of the Turks. He defended that 
place with such gallantly, that in 
October he received from the Sultan 
the title of r * Ghazi/’ Or fi Victo¬ 
rious/’ and the decoration of the 
Osmanie in brilliants. At last 
Plevna surrendered (Dee. 10,1877), 
after Osman had made a desperate 
attempt to break through the Rus¬ 
sian lines. Osman Ghazi Victorious 
surrendered unconditionally the 
gallant army with which he had 
held this famous stronghold for so 
long, with which he upset the whole 
Russian plan of campaign, and with 
which he defeated, in three pitched 
battles, Russia's finest armies. Por 
some time Osman was a prisoner of 
war, but shortly after the conclu¬ 
sion of peace in March, 1878, he re¬ 
turned to Constantinople, and was 
appointed Commander-In-Chief of 
the Imperial Guard. On June 10 
he was appointed Marshal of the 
Palace, at the same time retaining 
his command of the army for the 
defence of Constantinople. He was 
next appointed Governor-General of 
the island of Crete, Ghazi Osman 
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Pasha was appointed Minister of 
War in the administration formed 
in Dec. 1878, and he elaborated a 
plan for the radical reorganisation 
of the army. In a short time he ac¬ 
quired considerable influence over 
the mind of the Sultan. Being 
accused by two musliivs, Fuad and 
Nusrofc, of maladministration, be¬ 
fore the Sultan himself and the 
Council of Ministers, he was suc¬ 
cessful in preventing the charges 
from being pressed (Juno, 1879). 
To his influence, and that of the 
Sheikh-ul-Ialam, was attributed 
the dismissal of the Grand-Vizier 
Khereddin Pasha. In July, 1880, his 
dismissal from the post of Minister 
of War was announced, but in Jan. 
1S81, lie was again appointed to that 
office in the place of Hussein Kuvni 
Pasha. After being for some time 
out of office, he once more, on Dec. 
8, 1882, becamo Minister of War 
with the title of Seraskier. 

OTTLESS, Walter William, R.A., 
was bora at St. Holier, Jersey, Sep. 
21, 1818, and educated at Victoria 
College in that island. He came to 
London in lb64, and was admitted 
a student of tko Royal Academy in 
tho following year. While there, 
he took ft silver medal in the 
Antique School, and was an unsuc¬ 
cessful competitor for the Historical 
gold medal. Mr. Ouless has been 
a constant exhibitor at Burlington | 
House since 1869, and his iirst 
works were subject pictures, the 
principal being "Home Again/ 1 
and "An Incident in the French 
Be volution, 11 In 1872, acting on 
tho advice of Mr. Millais, he took: 
to portrait-painting, and has since 
devoted himself almost exclusively 
to that branch of the profession. 
He was elected an Associate of the 
Koyal Academy Jan. 2, 1877, and a 
Boyal Academician May 5, 1881. 
He obtained the medal of the second 
class at the Paris International 
Exhibition of 1878. Among the 
portraits painted and exhibited by 
Mr. Ouless, may be mentioned those 
of Lord Selbomo, Mi*. Charles Dar¬ 


win., F.R.S.; the late Bishop of Lon¬ 
don ; Admiral Sir Alexander Milne, 
G.C.B.; Miss Butli Bouverie, 1877; 
tho late Mr. Bussell Gurney, M.P., 
Eceordor of London, 3877; Lieut.- 
Col. Loyd Lindsay, 1878; Mr. John 
Bright, M.P.; Sir Thomas Glad¬ 
stone ; the Bev. Dr. Bidding, head¬ 
master of Winchester College; and 
Mr. Edmund Yates, 1879; Ilis Emi¬ 
nence Cardinal How man and Mr. 
Justice Manisty, 1880; Mrs. But- 
terworth, 1881; Gen. Sir F. Boberts, 
1882; the late Bishop of Llandaff, 
and the Bishop of Norwich, 1883; 
and Mr. G. Scharf, 1886. Mr. 
Ouless was one of the two English 
recipients of the grand gold medal 
for Art at the Berlin International 
Exhibition, 1886. 

0U BELEY, The Bev. Sir Erederiok 
Arthur Gore, Bart., is the only son 
of the late Bight Hon. Sir Gore 
Ouseley, Bart., K.H, and F.B.S., 
of Hall Bam Park, Beaconsfleld, 
Buckinghamshire, (alearned Orien¬ 
talist who was sometime ambas¬ 
sador at the courts of Persia and 
Russia), by his marriage with Har¬ 
riot Georgina, daughter of John 
! Whitelocke, Esq. He was bora in 
Urosvenor Square, London, Aug. 
12, 1825. From early childhood lie 
evinced great talent for music, and 
at the age of eight he composed an 
opera, "LHsola disabitata.” He 
was educated privately under Mr, 
Joyce, vicar of Dorking, and in 
1843 entered ChristChurch, Oxford, 
as a gentleman commoner (B.A., 
1816; M.A., 1819). He succeeded 
to tho baronetcy on tho death of 
his father in 1841, Having been 
ordained deacon in 1849, he was 
nominated to the curacy of St 
Paul’s, Knightsbridge, principally 
serving the sister church of St. 
Barnabas, Pimlico, and living in the 
College attached to that church, 
He held the curacy till 1851, and 
on the dispersion of the choir of 
St. Barnabas, lie collected the 
scattered choristers., and estab¬ 
lished this little colony, under the 
mastership of the Bev, Henry Fyffe, 
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M.A., at Lovehill House, near 
Langley Marish, Buckinghamshire. 
Afterwards ]ie erected, at liis own 
cost and on his own property, the 
beautiful church of St. Michael and 
All Angels, at the Old Wood, near 
Tenbury. Sir Frederick was ap¬ 
pointed its first vicar (1856), and, 
afterwards, the choristers having 
"been removed from Langley, he 
became Warden of St. Michael's 
College, Tenbury. He wa3 the prin¬ 
cipal founder of this establislunent, 
the object of which is the education 
of boys in music, the classical lan¬ 
guages, and general knowledge. In 
the Warden's house Sir Frederick 
Ouseley has formed a musical 
library, whioh is acknowledged to 
be tbe most valuable and extensive 
private collection in the kingdom. 
It contains nearly 4,000 volumes, 
mostly rare full scores and treatises. 
In I860 Sir Frederick took the 
degree of Bachelor of Music at Ox¬ 
ford, his “ exercise** being a cantata, 
“ The Lord is the true God ; ” and 
ill 1854 he proceeded to the higher 
grade of Doctor of Music, for which 
his oratorio, f ‘ St. Polycarp ** was 
composed and performed. Ho took 
priest’s orders in 1855, and in the 
same year was appointed Precentor 
of Hereford Cathedral. At the 
close of that year he was nominated 
Professor of Music in the University 
of Oxford, in succession to the late 
Sir Henry R. Bishop. As a com- 
poser, he is chiefly known by his 
works for the Church. He has 
composed eleven services; has pub¬ 
lished over seventy anthems, of 
which the best known is, u How 
goodly are thy tents, 0 Israel; Ji 
and has edited the sacred works of 
Orlando Gibbons, His treatises on 
u Harmony,” 18G9 ; and on ** Coun¬ 
terpoint and Fugue/’ 1869, are 
standard works. His w Treatise on 
Musical Form and General Com¬ 
position ” is also a valuable contri¬ 
bution to musical literature. He 
editod a collection of “ Cathedral 
Services/* 1853 j and. in conjunc¬ 
tion with Dr. Monk, “Anglican 


Psalter Chants/* 1872. He is a 
member of the Convocation of the 
Province of Canterbury, having 
been Proctor for the Chapter of 
Hereford since 1S69. In 188G ho 
was made a Canon Residentiary of 
Hereford Cathedral. 

OVERALL, William Henry, 
F.S.A., was born Jan. 18, 1829, 
at St. John*s Wood, was educated 
at a private school, aud subse¬ 
quently became one of the early 
students of the City of London 
College, when held at Crosby Hall, 
Bisliopsgate. He entered the Town 
Clerk’s Office, Guildhall, in 1847 ; 
was appointed Sub-Librarian to 
the Corporation of London in 1857, 
and Librarian in 18G5. His first 
literary effort was a " Dictionary 
of Chronology, or Historical and 
Statistical Register/* 1870; and, 
afterwards, he prepared “Cata¬ 
logue of Sculpture, PaintingB, and 
Engravings and other Works of 
Art belonging to the Corporation/’ 
2vols.; a “Catalogue of the Books, 
Music, Pictures, and Prints in the 
Library of Gresham College/* 1872 ; 
“ A Critical and Historical Account 
of the Earliest Known Survey of 
the City of London/* by Ralph 
Agas, taken about 15G0 (published 
in 1871)j “The Accounts of the 
Churchwardens of the Parish of St. 
Michael, Cornhill, with Memoranda 
from the Great Book of Accounts, 
from 1450-1608;** “A Catalogue 
of the Library and Museum of 
Horolugical Specimens belonging 
to the Clockmakcrs* Company of 
London/* 1875; “A Catalogue of 
Books, Manuscripts, and Letters 
belonging to the Dutch Church, 
Austin Friars/* 1879; " A His¬ 
tory of the Clookmakers* Com¬ 
pany of the City of London/* 
1881; and, in conjunction with 
his cousin, Mr. H. C. Overall, he 
compiled an analytical index to the 
series of records belonging to the 
Corporation of London, known as 
“ The Remembrancia/* 1579-1G64, 
with biographical and historical 
notes, besides making an exhaus- 
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tive report, describing tlio nature 
of the civic records generally. His 
11 Catalogue of the Topographical 
Prints and Drawings of London 
and Westminster,” exhibited by 
Mr, J. E. Gardner* F.S.A., at the 
opening of the present library, is 
held in high esteem. As curator 
of the Museum, he has recently 
re-arranged the local antiquities 
preserved by the Corporation, and 
is now engaged in compiling a new 
classified catalogue of the Library. 

OWEN, SirEiohard, K.O.B., M.D., 
D.C.L., LL.D., F.R.S., the cele¬ 
brated comparative anatomist, is 
tlio youngest son of Richard Owen, 
Esq., of Fulmer Pln.ee, Bucks, and 
was born at Lancaster, July 20, 
1804, He studied in the grammar 
school of his native town where he 
was contemporary with the late Dr. 
Wh ewell. In 1824 he matriculated 
at the University of Edinburgh, 
where he attended the anatomical 
lectures of Dr. Barclay. He also 
attended for a considerable time 
the schools of medicine in Paris. 
He became a member of the Royal 
College of Surgeons in London in 
1826, and began life as a general 
practitioner in Scrlc Street, Lin¬ 
coln’s Inn Fields, but his subse¬ 
quent appointment, on Dr. Aber- 
nethy’s recommendation, to the 
post of Assistant Curator of the 
Hunterian Museum, led him to de¬ 
vote his attention exclusively to 
the study of comparative anatomy. 
In 1834 he was appointed to the 
Chair of Comparative Anatomy at 
St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, and 
soon afterwards he married the 
only daughter of his colleague, Mr. 
William Clift, Curator of the Hun¬ 
terian Museum, In 1S3G he suc¬ 
ceeded Sir Charles Bell ns Professor 
of Anatomy and Physiology in the 
College of Surgeons, being ap¬ 
pointed by the College in the some 
year as the first Hunterian Profes¬ 
sor. He was an active member of 
the Commission of Inquiry into the 
Health of Towns, as well as of the 
Metropolis, which resulted in the 


appointment of a Sanitary Commis¬ 
sion, and of the Commission of In¬ 
quiry into Smithfield Market; and 
it is to his persevering endeavours 
in making known the evils of the 
latter that the public are mainly 
indebted for the abolition of the 
nuisance. Professor Owen also 
took part in the organisation of the 
Great Exhibition of 1831, served 
as president of one of the juries, at 
the request of the Government went 
to Paris, and was president of the 
jury of the same class of objects in 
the “Universal Exhibition” of 
1835, and received the Cross of 
the Legion of Honour. Professor 
Owen's connection with the College 
of Surgeons ceased in 1856, on his 
being appointed Superintendent of 
the Natural History Departments 
(Zoology, Geology, Mineralogy) in 
the British Museum. He has ad¬ 
vocated the provision of adequate 
galleries for the exposition of these 
collections in his “ Discourse on 
the Extent and Aims of a National 
Museum of Natural History." For 
some years he was Lecturer on 
Paleontology in the Government 
School of Mines, Jenny n Street, 
and Fullerian Professor of Physio¬ 
logy in the Royal Institution of 
Great Britain, but was compelled, 
on account of failing health, to re¬ 
sign these offices. He has been 
chosen, by command of Her 
Majesty, to deliver courses of lec¬ 
tures to the Royal Family at Buck¬ 
ingham Palace and Windsor Castle, 
and a residence in Richmond Park 
has been assigned to him. Among 
the first great works which he un¬ 
dertook were the “ Descriptive and 
Illustrated Catalogue of the Speci¬ 
mens of Physiology and Compara¬ 
tive Anatomy;" the £f Catalogue of 
the Natural History,” that of the 
“ Osteology,” and that of the 
“Fossil Organic Remains,” pre¬ 
served in the Museum of the Royal 
College of Surgeons. Discerning 
in a fragment of fossil bone from 
Now Zealand, submitted to him in 
1839, evidence of a bird more gigon- 
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tic than the ostrich, Professor Owen 
published an account of it ; trans¬ 
mitted copies to New Zealand, and 
obtained evidence in confirmation 
and extension of hia idea, which 
ocoupies many successive parts of 
the ‘ r Transactions" of the Zoologi¬ 
cal Society. In that for 1855 lie 
propounds his theory of the extinc¬ 
tion of species on the principle of 
the" contest of existence" through 
the operation of extraneous influ¬ 
ences.

In 1877 Pro¬ 
fessor Owen brought out, at his 
own cost, a work " On tho Fossil 
Mammals of Australia, and on the 
extinct Marsupials of England,” 
2 vols. lto, with 132 plates and 
many woodcuts. He is also the 
author of an enlarged work " On the 
extinct Wingless Birds of New Zea¬ 
land." Professor Owen has com¬ 
municated numerous papers to tho 
ft Transactions ” of the Royal, 
Linnaean. Geological, Zoological, 
Cambridge, Philosophical, Medico- 
Chirurgical, and Microscopical 
Societies, and has contributed some 
elaborate Reports, published in the 
f ‘ Transactions " of the British As¬ 
sociation. He was one of the 
founders, aud first President, of the 
Microscopical Society; is a Fellow 
or associate of most of the learned 
societies or scientific academics at 
home and abroad ; is a Chevalier of 
tho Order of Merit of PruBsia, and 
one of the eight Foreign Associates 
of the French Institute. He was 
created a Companion of the Bath, 
June 3, 1873, and shortly after¬ 
wards made a K.C.B. j and in 
Jan. 1R79, he was elected a foreign 
member of the Berlin Academy of 
Sciences. 

OXENDEN, The Right Rev. 
Ashton, D.Delate Primate and Me¬ 
tropolitan of Canada, was bom at 
Broome Park, near Canterbury, in 
1808, graduated B.A, at University 
College, Oxford, in 1831, and waB 
ordained priest in 1834. From 
1848 to 1SG0 he was rector of Pluck- 
ley-with-Pevington, in Kent.

He was placed, through the inter¬ 
vention of Sir B. H. tnglis, by Sir 
D. Le Marchant, Clerk of the House 
of Commons, in the Committee 
Office, 1853; upon the recommen¬ 
dation of Sir T. Erskine May, he 
was appointed by the Speaker, Mr. 
Evelyn Denison, Examiner of Peti¬ 
tions for Private Bills to both 
Houses of Parliament, 1866, and 
Second Clerk Assistant and Clerk 
Assistant of the House of Commons, 
1868 and 1870. In 1886, on the 
death of Sir Thomas Erskine May, 
he was appointed Clerk to the 
House of Commons. He published 
(1809) " The House of Commons j 
Illustrations of its History and 
Practice,” and (1877) " The Chair¬ 
man's Handbook;” and has con¬ 
tributed to the Quarterly Review 
articles on " Pym and Shaftesbury, 
Two Popish Plots” (vol. 117), 
"The Fall of the Monarchy of 
Charles I.” (vol. 154), and "Crom¬ 
well,” April, 1886. He married in 
1857, Grace, daughter of Bi chard

PALGBAVE, William Gifford, son 
of the late Sir Francis Palgrave, 
was born in Westminster Jan. 24, 
1826, and received his education at 
the Charterhouse. He was Captain 
and Gold. Medallist of his year, 
and obtained a Scholarship at 
Trinity College, Oxford, where he 
graduated B.A, in 1810, taking a 
first class in classics, and a second 
class in mathematics. The follow¬ 
ing year he was appointed a second 
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lieutenant iu the 8tli Bombay Na- 
tiro Infantry. After a short period 
of service, ho became connected 
.vith the Order of the Jesuits, and 
in due cour&e he was admitted to 
the priesthood. During his en¬ 
gagement with the French and 
Italian branches of the Society of 
Jesus he resided in Southern India 
till 1853 ; at Borne till the autumn 
of 1833; and subsequently in Syria 
and Palestine, where ho was ac¬ 
tively employed in the interests of 
the Order till 18G0, by which time 
he had acquired a complete mas¬ 
tery of the Arabic language, both 
literary and vernacular. Mr, Pal- 
grave was summoned to France in 
the summer of 18G0 by Napoleon 
III., to give an account of the Syrian 
disturbances and massacres, and 
he returned to Syria in I8GI, 
charged with the task of exploring 
Central and Eastern Arabia in the 
service of the Emperor. This he 
accomplished in the years 1802 and 
18(53, traversing the entire Wft- 
habe kingdom, and subsequently 
the provinces adjacent to the 
Persian Gulf and Indian Ocean. 
During hi& prolonged and varied 
residence and journeys in Syria, 
Mesopotamia, Arabia, Egypt and 
other regions of the Ottoman East, 
he acquired such a familiarity with 
Arabic and the Arabs, that he was 
looked on by the latter as one of 
their own leaders and Sheyhks j 
and on several occasions acted as 
" Imam ” and " Khutub ” in their 
mosques. Mr. Pftlgmve, having 
obtained the permission of the 
French Emperor, published a work 
of great merit, entitled" Narrative 
of a Year's Journey through Cen¬ 
tral and Eastern Arabia (1802-3)/' 
2 vols., London, 1805, which has 
been translated into French by M, 
E, Jonveaux, The reserve neces¬ 
sarily maintained by the author 
respecting the precise object of 
his wanderings tended to increase 
the interest of the public in this 
remarkable publication. Having 
at last returned to England, Mr. 


Palgravo was, after some further 
stay in France and Germany, 
sent out by the English Govern¬ 
ment on special service for the 
release of Consul Cameron and the 
other prisoners in Abyssinia, in 
July, 18G5, and remained in Egypt, 
by ardor, till June, 1SGG, when ho 
returned to England. He was ap¬ 
pointed Consul at Soukhoum-Kale 
July 23,18GG, at Trebizond May 20, 
18G7, at the Island of St. Thomas, 
Feb. 19, 1873, and at Manila (Phi¬ 
lippine Islands), April 3, 1876; and 
Consul-General in the Principality 
of Bulgaria, Sept. 23, 1878. In 
Jan. 1880 he was appointed Consul- 
General in Siam, to reside at Bang¬ 
kok. His more recent works aro:— 
“Essays on Eastern Questions/' 
1872 ; " Hermann Agha: an East¬ 
ern Narrative/' a novel in 2 vols., 
1872, and “ Dutch Guiana/' an ac¬ 
count of a fortnight's stay there, 
1876. Mr. Palgravc is a Fellow 
of the Royal Geographical and 
the Royal Asiatic Societies, and 
an honorary member of several 
foreign scientific institutions. 

PALLES, The Right Hon. Chris¬ 
topher, LL.D., u member of an 
old Roman Catholic family, which 
has been settled in Ireland since the 
fifteenth century, is the second son 
of Mr. Andrew Christopher Palles, 
of Mount Palles, co. Cavan, by 
Eleanor, eldest daughter of Mr. 
Matthew James Plunkett, of St. 
Margaret's, co. Dublin, and was 
bom in 1831, He was educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, where ho 
took his Bachelor's degree in 1852, 
and was called to the Irish bar in 
the following year. He attained a 
very high position at the Irish 
Chancery bar at an unusually 
early age, and almost immediately 
after his call became eminent 
as a Chancery advocate. As a 
junior he enjoyed a very ex¬ 
tensive common law practice, but 
on obtaining a silk gown (which 
fell to his lot in 1805), he de¬ 
voted himself almost entirely to 
practice in the Equity courts, going 
3 r 2 
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into tlio common law courts only- 
on special occasions. Perhaps the 
most brilliant specimen of his ad¬ 
vocacy was his argument in the 
cause c t 7«'?»•<? of " Croker v. Choker,” 
before the Court of Chancery 
.Appeal, He took the degree of 
LL.D. nt Dublin in 1865. Dr. 
Pallcs was appointed Solicitor- 
General for Ireland under Mr. 
Gladstone's administration on the 
promotion of Mr, Dowse to the 
Attomey-Generalsliip for Ireland. 
On Mr. Dowse being elevated to 
the judicial bench in Nov. 1872, 
Dr. P alios succeeded to the latter 
office, which ho held until the de¬ 
feat of the Liberal party at the 
general election of 1871. Just before 
Sir. Gladstone's resignation, Dr. 
P.ilies was appointed Chief Baron 
of the Court of Exchequer in Irc- 
hmd, Feb. 16, 1871. 

PALIJSER, John, oldest son of 
the late Lieut.-Col. Wray Palliser, 
of Comrah, Waterford, born in 
1817, has taken an active interest 
in the progress of geographical 
science and exploration. He ex¬ 
plored a large portion of the w Ear 
West” region of America to the 
shores of the Pacific, and under a 
commission from the Government, 
in 1857-60, topographically deter¬ 
mined the British North American 
international boundary-lino from 
Lake Superior in Canada, across 
the main chain of the Kooky Moun¬ 
tains, and tlionce to the sca-coast 
or Cascade Range. Parliamentary 
papers reporting the progress of 
tlio explorations were published in 
1859, and the detailed journal of 
the British North American Ex¬ 
ploring Expedition, containing re¬ 
ports upon the geography, agricul¬ 
tural resources, and commercial 
capabilities of Western America, 
was presented by him to her Ma¬ 
jesty’s Government, and appeared 
in 1861. Mr* Palliser in early life 
passed much time and acquired 
some experience among the Indians 
of the northern woods and western 
prairies, and some of the results of 


liis American experiences are re¬ 
corded in "The Solitary Hunter, 
or Sporting Adventures in the 
Prairies,” published in 185ft. The 
authorities at the Colonial Office 
were induced, on account of Mr. 
Palhscr’s previous experience of 
Indian lifo and character, to place 
the expedition of 1S5G-7, which he 
had formed for the purpose re¬ 
quired, under his command. Mr. 
Palliser is a magistrate, and has 
served as High Sheriff for the 
county of Waterford. 

PALMER, Sir Charles Mark, Bart., 
M.P., Coal-owner and Shipbuilder, 
was born at South Shields in the 
year ] 822, the son of Mr. George 
Palmer, a ship-owner and merchant 
of Newcastle, and was educated In 
the school of Dr. Bruce, the histo¬ 
rian of the " Roman Wall.” After 
preparing for a commercial career 
in France, ho became a partner, 
first with his father, and shortly 
afterwards, in 1815, with Mr. John 
Bowes, M.P., Mr. (afterwards I Sir 
William) Hutt, M.P., and Mr. 
Nicholas Wood (all since deceased) 
in coal mining and coke making, 
and extended their colliery opera¬ 
tions from a small beginning up to 
a production of 1} million tons por 
annum. In the year 1851 Mr. Pal¬ 
mer conceived the idea of cheap¬ 
ening the transit of coal to London 
and other ports by the employment 
of steam collier vessels, which have 
since completely superseded the 
old sailing brigs of the north of 
England. Ho established the sliip- 
building yard at Jarrow on the 
Tyne, where the first screw collier, 
the John Bowes , was launched in 
1852. He has since developed the 
Jarrow works into the gigantic 
concern, now Palmer's Shipbuild¬ 
ing and Iron Company, Limited, 
which constructs an ocean steamer 
from the iron ore of its own York¬ 
shire mines, through all its pro¬ 
cesses into a complote ship. From 
these works the populous modern 
town of Jarrow originated. It

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Due d'Orleitfu, and grandson of the 
late Lonis-Philippe, Ring* of tlie 
French, born at Pavia, Aug. 24, 
1838, was only ton years of age 
when the revolution of Feb. 1818, 
broke out, and, accompanied by 
his heroic mother, the late Duchess 
of Orleans, he witnessed the stormy 
scene in the French Chambers 
which followed that event. He 
was educated at Claremont, in this 
country, by his mother, who died 
there. May 18,1858. In the autumn 
of 18(11 the young Comte do Paris 
and his brother, the Due de Char¬ 
tres, accompanied by their uncle, 
the Prince do Joinville, proceeded 
to the United States, and on 
arriving at Washington were cor¬ 
dially welcomed by the Federal 
Government, and by Gen. McClel¬ 
lan, who proposed that the young 
princes should serve on his staff. 
Tlie two brothers entered the ser¬ 
vice with the rank of Captains of 
Volunteers, stipulating that they 
were to receive no pay, and that 
they should be free to resign their 
appointments whenever they might 
wish to do so. They served on 
Gen. McClellan’s staff till the con¬ 
clusion of the campaign in Vir¬ 
ginia, and the consequent retreat 
of the army of the Potomac, in 
June, 1«G2, when they returned 
to Europe. The Comte do Paris 
married his cousin, the Princess 
Marie-Isabelle-Fmni;oisc d'Assiso 
Antonia Louisa Fernanda, eldest 
daughter of the Due do Montpensier, 
May 30, 1SG4, and has three chil¬ 
dren, one son. Prince Louis Phi¬ 
lippe Robert (born Feb. G, 1809), 
and two daughters. At the close 
of the year 1871 the Comte de Paris 
was, after* eomo delay, admitted a 
member of the National Assembly, 
at Versailles, tinder M. Thiers, Pre¬ 
sident of the French Republic; 
and on Dec, 22,1872, the Assembly 
voted the restitution of the pro¬ 
perty of the Orleans family. On 
Aug. 5, 1873, the Comte <le Paris 
had the celebrated interview at 
Frohsdorf with the Comte de Cham- 


bord, whom he acknowledged as the 
head of the Royal House of France. 
After the death of the Comte de 
Chambord (Aug. _ 24, 1833), the 
great majority of the Legitimists 
acknowledged the Comte do Paris 
as his successor. A remarkable 
article, entitled, fr L’Allemagne et 
sua Tendances Nouvelles/’ which 
appeared in the Revue ties Deux 
Monties, in Aug, 1S(37, and attracted 
considerable attention, is said to 
have been mitten by the Comte 
de Paris. He is also the author of 
"Les Associations Ouvrieres Cn 
Angleterre ” Paris, 18G9, an English 
translation of which, by N. J. 
Senior, M.A., was published the 
same year at London, under the 
title of "The Trades Unions of 
England and of " Histoiro do la 
Guerre Civile en Amerique,” vola. i. 
and ii., Paris, 1874. The fifth and 
sixth volumes of this work appeared 
in 1883. In 188G the Government 
introduced and passed the Expul¬ 
sion Bill, forbidding the soil of 
France to the direct heirs of 
families that had reigned in France. 
This was chiefly directed against 
the Comte de Paris, who accord¬ 
ingly, amid demonstrations of sor¬ 
row from a multitude of friends, 
left Treport for England in July. 

PARIS, Gaston, a very distin¬ 
guished French Philologist, the 
son of Alexis Paris, was born at 
Avernay, Marne, August 9, 1839. 
He wns educated at Rollin College, 
and at tbo Universities of Gottin¬ 
gen and Bonn, and studied the 
Romance languages with Professor 
Diez. On his return to France he 
entered the Ecole des Chartes, 
pursuing at the same time the 
study of law, and took the degree 
of Doctor in 1805. On May 12, 
1S7G, he was elected a member of 
the Academy of Inscriptions in the 
place of G uigniaut. Among other 
interesting and furious works ho 
has published "Etude but le r6le 
de l’accent latin dans la longue 
framjaise,” 18G2; "De pseudo 
Turpino/' 1865; "Histoire poi> 
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tiijue de Charlemagne/’ 18G6; 
" La Vie de Saint Alexis/’ 1872 : 
“ Les Contes orientaux dans la 
Litterature fraiujaise dti moyen 
age/’ 1373 ; "Les Miracles de nos- 
re Lame par personnages/* 1877 j 
“ Deux redactions du roman des 
sept sages do Home/’ 1879. 

PARK, Edwards Amasa, D.D., was 
horn at Providence, Rhode Island, 
Dec. 29, 1S08. He graduated at 
Brown University in 1828, and at 
Andover Theological Seminary in 
1831, and was pastor of a Congre¬ 
gational church at Braintree, Mas¬ 
sachusetts, 1831-34, when he became 
Professor of Mental and Moral Phi¬ 
losophy at Amherst College. In 
1830 he became one of the Profes¬ 
sors in the Andover Theological 
Seminary, and has for many years 
been regarded as a representative 
of what is styled "Hew England 
Theology.” Ho ha3 been one of 
the editors of the Bibliotheca Sacra 
from its establishment. He ha3 
edited "Selections from German 
Literature/’ 1839 j 1ms contributed 
much to current theological litera¬ 
ture ; and has published " The Pise 
of the Edwardonn Theory of the 
Atonement/* 1839; ** Theology of 
the Intellect and the Feelings/* 
1851; “ Hymns and Choirs/* 1801 j 
r * Life of Leonard Woods/* 1880 j 
and " Discourses on some Theo¬ 
logical Doctrines as related to the 
.Religious Character,” 1883, 

PARSES, The Hon. Sir Henry, 
K.C.M.G., is the son of Thomas 
Parkes, a Warwickshire farmer, and 
was born at Stoneleigh, in that 
county, in 1813. He Bpent some 
years of his early life in South 
Wales, and was afterwards appren¬ 
ticed to a mechanical trade in Bir¬ 
mingham, where he married. In 
1839 he emigrated to Sydney, in 
Australia, and appeal's to have un¬ 
gaged in the or<linary pursuits of 
labour in that colony. We find 
him in 1848 taking an active pai*t 
in the election of Mr. Robert Lowe 
(now Viscount Sherbrooke), as 
member of the local Legislature 


for the city of Sydney, and soon 
afterwards he established the Em¬ 
pire, a daily newspaper, which he 
conducted for seven years. In 
1851 Mr. Pavkes was electod to 
the Legislative Council for Sydney, 
and he still sits for the metropolis 
in the Parliament of Hew South 
Wales, Ho accepted from the Go¬ 
vernment in 18G1 tho appointment 
of Commissioner for Emigration in 
England, and was in this country 
till the end of 1862. In Januaiy, 
18GG, he took office as Colonial Sec¬ 
retary, and was the minister who 
passed the Public Schools Act of 
that year, which has been often 
spoken of ns an admirable moasuro 
of popular education. Mr. Parkes 
was President of the Council of 
Education from January, 1807, until 
October, 1870. In May, 1872, he 
was entrusted by the Governor 
with the formation of a ministry, 
and he continued to hold office ns 
Premier until February, 1875. Mr. 
Parkes received, in 1874 the gold 
medal of tho Cobden Club for lna 
services in Australia to the cause of 
free trade during his administra¬ 
te m. In March, 1877, he was coin- 
missioned by the Governor of Hew 
South Wales to form an adminis¬ 
tration, and became Premier for tho 
second time. Being defeated in the 
Legislative Assembly in August, he 
advised his Excellency to dissolve 
Parliament. His advice was ac¬ 
cepted on the condition that supply 
should be granted to cover the 
period of the general election. The 
ministry declined being parties to 
any condition whatever, and re¬ 
tired from office. Their successors 
obtained a dissolution, and were 
defeated on tho meeting of the new 
Parliament. On them defeat Mr. 
Parkes was agaiu (in December, 
1877) reejnestod to form a govern¬ 
ment. On this occasion, however, 
he returned his commission after a 
few days, finding that he could not 
construct a ministry which, in his 
judgment, would have sufficient 
strength to conduct affair-; offt- 
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riently and satisfactorily. In Doc, 
187H, Sir Henry Parkes took office 
as J’rcmiur lor tlio third time, and 
lias had tlio distinction of being 
nt the head of tlio longest lived 
(1 overnment of Australia. During 
his tenure of office he passed a new 
education law, the " Public Instruc¬ 
tion Act of 1HSO/' which repeals the 
Act of 18G6, and extends its provi¬ 
sions more completely on a non-sec¬ 
tarian basis, creating a class of High 
Schools us well as Primary Schools, 
and placing the Education Depart¬ 
ment under a responsible minister. 
Ill Dec. 1881, Sir Henry Parkes 
left New South Wales, under 
medical advice, on a short visit 
to America and Europe. On this 
occasion he was entertained at a 
banquet by the two Houses of Par¬ 
liament, and also at a second ban¬ 
quet by the citizens of Sydney, In 
Eli y lun d Sir Henry Parkes received 
a marked welcome from all clusses, 
and a banquet was given in his 
honour with the Duke of Edinburgh 
in the chair. In June, 1877, her 
majesty conferred upon him the 
rank of K.C.M.G., and in 1882, 
King Humbert conferred upon him 
the dignity of Knight Commander 
(if the Crown of Italy, in recogni¬ 
tion of his services to a large num¬ 
ber of the Italian emigrants who 
went out to New Ireland, and who 
arrived ultimately in Sydney in a 
state of great distress. A volume 
of “ Speeches on various Occasions 
connected with the Public Affairs 
o± New South Wales, 181S-71, by 
Henry Parkes, with an Introduction 
by David Blair/' was published at 
Melbourne in 1870. 

PARKINSON, Joseph Charles, 
born in London in 1832, obtained an 
appointment in Somerset House (In¬ 
land Revenue Department), in 
1835, after the Civil Service Com¬ 
mission had been established by 
order in Council, He published in 
1S3U, ** Under Government/' the 
first complete guide to the various 
departmens of the Civil Service. 
This work, which ran through 


many editions, was followed in 1SU0 
by a handbook of "Government 
Examinations.” In 18G1 Mr. Par¬ 
kinson’s abilities as a journalist 
were recognized by the Daily News, 
and for the next ten years lie was 
one of the steadiest and mobt 
esteemed contributors to that 
journal, mainly on the abolition of 
public executions, poor-law reform, 
and the preservation of commons. 
In conjunction with the Duke of 
Westminster, the Archbishop of 
York, the late Dr. Anstic and 
others, Mr. Parkinson worked by 
pen and speech to promote that 
reform in workhouse infirmaries 
which culminated in Mr. Gathorne 
Hardy's measure. In 18G9 he 
visited Egypt as the guest of the 
Viceroy, and described for the 
Daily News the opening of the Suez 
Canal. He next visited India on 
a special mission for the tele¬ 
graphic authorities, and published 
an account of his visit, “ The 
Ocean Telegraph to India.” Mr. 
Parkinson has of late years retired 
from journalism, and occupies him¬ 
self with the coal industries of 
South Wales. 

PAR NELL, Charles Stewart, 
M.P., was born in 1846, at Avon¬ 
dale, co. Wicklow. He is descended 
from an old English family that 
passed over from Congleton, Che¬ 
shire, to Ireland, and many of his 
ancestors have played prominent 
parts in history. Thomas Parnell, 
the poet, was one of the family. 
Mi*. Parnell's great grandfather. 
Sir Jolrn Parnell, hold for many 
years the office of Chancellor of lliu 
Exchequer in the Irish Parliament, 
and resigned rather than vote for 
the Act of Union ; and Sir Henry 
Parnell, Sir John's son, after many 
years' service in the House of Com¬ 
mons, was raised to the peerage as 
Lord Congleton in 1841. Mr. Par¬ 
nell, whose mother is a daughter of 
Admiral Charles Stewart, a cele¬ 
brated American naval officer, was 
educated at various private schools 
in England, and afterwards went to 
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Magdalen College, Cambridge. 
After a tour of some duration in 
tho United States, lie returned to 
his home in Wicklow, and was High 
Sheriff of the county in 1871. He 
made his first attempt to enter 
public life in the same year, con¬ 
testing the county of Dublin with 
the late Col. Taylor on the latter's 
acceptance of office as Chancellor of 
the Ducliy of Lancaster in the 
second .administration of Lord 
Beaconsfield. He was defeated by 
an overwhelming majority, but in 
the following year—1875—he was 
returned for the county of Meath, 
in succession to the late Mr. John 
Martin. For some time he took no 
prominent part in the proceedings 
of Parliament, but during the 
Session of 1870 he attracted some 
attention by engaging in one or 
two prolonged and stubborn con¬ 
flicts with the Government. In 
FeK, 1877, he made his first ap¬ 
pearance as a legislator, introduc¬ 
ing “The Irish Church Act Amend¬ 
ment Bill," the object of which 
was to facilitate tho purchase of 
their holdings by the tenantry of 
the disestablished Irish Church; 
the Bill was thrown out by 150 to 
110 votes. The introduction of the 
Prisons Bill by Sir Kichard (then 
Mr.) Cross, gave rise to the first 
real development of the principle 
of what was known as the “active" 
policy to the Irish, and the policy 
of “obstruction" to tho English 
people. Tho various clauses of the 
measure were obstinately opposed; 
and when attempts were made to 
force the bill through at a late 
hour, there were repeated motions 
for adjournment. A siinilur course 
was pursued on the Mutiny Bill, 
hostility being chiefly directed 
against the flogging clauses; and 
scenes of much passion and excite¬ 
ment frequently occurred. Mr. 
Courtney, Mr. F. Jenkins, and 
other Liberal members, were 
strongly ojjposed to the South 
Africa Bill, which authorised, 
among other things, tho annexa- 
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lion of the Transvaal. Mr. Parnell 
joined in the attack upon the Go¬ 
vernment; and, on the 31 at July, 
tho House sat for 22 hours—from a 
quarter to four on a Tuesday till 
two in the afternoon of the follow¬ 
ing Wednesday. Mr. Parnell came 
into serious collision in the courso 
of this Session, both with Sir Staf¬ 
ford JNortlicote, the then loader of 
the House of Commons, and Mr. 
Butt, then leader of the Irish party. 
Sir Stafford Northcote moved a re¬ 
solution on one occasion for Mi*. 
Parnell's suspension, which, after 
varying fortunes, had finally to be 
abandoned, in order to give way for 
some Hew Buies against f( obstruc¬ 
tion" generally. Mr. Butt con¬ 
demned the policy of Mr. Parnell, 
both by letters and speeches; but 
it soon became apparent that the 
action of the younger man was the 
more popular among the Irish 
people. In tho beginning of 1878, 
Mr. Parnell was elected President, 
instead of Mr. Butt, of tho Irish 
organisation in England, known ns 
the Home Buie Confederation, and 
from this time forward Mr. Butt 
practically ceased to be tho leader 
of the Irish party. Tho sessions 
of 1878 and 1870 wore practically a 
repetition of the proceedings of 
1877. In 1878, a oommitteo was 
appointed to discuss the best 
means for putting down “ob¬ 
struction," and Mr, Parnell was 
appointed a member, and took an 
active port in examining the vari- 
j ous witnesses called. Tho hostility 
of Mr. Parnell was chiefly directed 
■ in these years to the use of the lash; 
and finally, in 1879, he succeeded 
in having it abolished. At the 
close of the session of 1879, Mr. 
Parnell entered upon a new and 
important epoch in his career. 
There had been a succession of 
three bad harvests in Ireland; the 
country was threatened with deep 
and wide-spread distress; and the 
time was ripe for starting a new 
movement for reform of tho rela¬ 
tions between landlord and tenant. 
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A meeting had been held iu Irish- 
town, co. Mayo, in the previous 
April, hut it was not till June that 
Mr. Parnell formally joined the 
netv land movement. It was on 
this occasion that he uttered as the 
lceynote of the coming struggle the 
words, “ Keep a firm grip of your 
homesteads.'* Ou the 21st of Oc- 
tol >er following, the “ Irish National 
Laud League” was founded, and 
Mr. Parnell was elected the llrst 
President. The objects of the new 
organisation were declared to he 
* f first, to bring about a reduction 
of rack-rents; secondly, to facilitate 
the obtaining of the ownership of 
the soil by"tlio occupiers.” In 
December of the same year, he 
sailed for America, in order to raise 
funds for the relief of the distress 
and for starting the new organisa¬ 
tion ; lectured iu a large number of 
towns, before several State Legis¬ 
latures, and finally before the House 
of Representatives at Washington, 
The honour of addressing the last 
assembly liad previously been con¬ 
ferred upon but three persons— 
Lafayette, Bishop England, of 
Charleston, and Kossuth. Mean¬ 
time, Parliament was dissolved; 
Mr. Parnell hurried home, took an 
active part in the general election, 
and was himself elected for three 
constituencies—Meath, Mayo, and 
Cork city; ho selected the last- 
named constituency. At the meet¬ 
ing of the new Irish party after 
the election, he was chosen leader 
of the Irish party instead of Mr. 
Shaw, who had succeeded Mr. Butt, 
Immediately after the mooting of 
the new Parliament, Mr. Parnell 
called for the introduction of a 
measure io deal with the Irish 
land question; and shortly after, 
the Government brought in the 
Disturbance Bill, which, having 
been passed by the House of Com¬ 
mons, was afterwards rejected by 
the House of Lords. In the autumn 
of 1880 he took an active part in 
organising the Land League, which 
rapidly grew to be the most power¬ 


ful of modern Irish movements. 
In November of this year, infor¬ 
mations were laid by the Irish 
Attorney-General against Mr. Par¬ 
nell and several other members of 
the Land League executive; the 
trial opened at Dublin on the 28tli 
of December, and finally, after 
nineteen days* hearing, ended in a 
disagreement of the jury. In the 
opening of the Session of 18S1, the 
Government brought in a Coercion 
Bill, and to this measure, as well 
as to an Arms Bill, Mr. Parnell 
and his colleagues offered a fierce 
and obstinate opposition, prolonged 
over seven weeks. There were 
many exciting and tumultuous 
scenes, and on the 3rd of February 
lie and 31 of his followers wore 
removed by the sergeant-at-arms 
for causing obstruction in the 
House of Commons. The Land 
Act having been passed into law, 
Mr. Parnell presided at a Laud 
League Convention, at which it was 
resolved that the ‘ f Act should be 
( tested ” by means of certain 
1 selected cases; he was present 
afterwards at several large Land 
League demonstrations; and on 
the 13th October he was arrested 
and conveyed to Kil main ham Gaol. 
The Government immediately 
afterwards proclaimed the Land 
League as an illegal association, 
and Mr. Parnell and his colleagues 
issued the No Bentmanifesto. 
Mr. Parnell remained in Kilmain- 
ham Gaol till April 10, 1882, when 
ho was released on parole in order 
to attend the funeral of a relative. 
On May 2nd following, he was for¬ 
mally released, as well as his col¬ 
leagues, Mr. John Dillon, M.P., 
and Mr. O’Kelly, M.P. Then 
followed the resignation of Mr. 
Forster and Lord Cowper, the 
murders in the Phoenix Park, and 
the stormy dehates on the Grimes 
Bill. The freedom of the city had 
been voted to Mi*. Parnell during 
his imprisonment by Dublin and 
other places, and on Jan. 3, 1882, 
ho and Mr. Dillon attended in the 
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City Hall,, Dublin, to receive the 
honour. In the session, of 18S2 he 
took an active part in procuring 
the passing of the Arrears Act, and 
of the Traimvays and Labourers 
Acts in the session of 1883. A 
national subscription to Mr. Par¬ 
nell was started in the spring of 
1883, and a snm of ,£35,000 is said 
to have been raised among the 
Irish at home and in America, and 
presented to him. He still, how¬ 
ever, retained his popularity and his 
power. The Land League was 
revived under the namo of the 
National League, and Mr. Parnell 
took his place at its head. He 
inspired all the policy of the Irish 
parliamentary party during the 
sessions of 1884 and 1885 ; and on 
the dissolution, when the Irish 
people first voted on a general 
household suffrage, he nominated 
every Nationalist candidate, and 
came back to Westminster with 
85 followers. It was to meet this 
new situation that Mr. Gladstone 
proposed Home Pule, in which of 
course, he was supported by Mr. 
Parnell and the whole strength of 
his party. Aftor the defeat and 
the new elections, Mr. Parnell 
proposed a Dill to suspend evic¬ 
tions, and practically to reduce 
rent by one-half. The Dill did not 
pa bd. 

PAUBY, Charles Hubert Has¬ 
tings, M.A., Mus. Doc. Oxford, 
Honorary Mus. Doc, Cambridge, 
Professor of Musical History and 
Composition at the Boyal College of 
Music (1883), Ohoragus of Oxford 
University (1884), is the son of 
T. Gtimbier Parry, of Highnam 
Court, in Gloucestershire, and was 
bom at Bournemouth, Peb. 27, 
1818. He went to Eton in 18IJ1, 
spent what time could be spared 
from games in working at harmony, 
&c., with Sir George Elvey, organist 
at Windsor, and made sufficient 
progress to pass the examination 
for the musical Bachelor's degree 
at Oxford before leaving the school. 
He proceeded to Christchurch in 


18G6, and in 1870 took a second 
class in Law and History. Whilo 
at Oxford he wrote a few songs, 
Anacreonaticodcs, a string quartet, 
some pianoforte pieces, and a 
w Service ” (in D), but on leaving 
he had to give up the idea of music 
as a profession, and went into 
business in the city. At intervals 
he worked at music, with Sir 
William Stern dale Bennett first, 
then with Sir G. A. Macfarren, 
and ultimately tried to make up 
for lost time by assiduously working 
at the piano, &c., with Mr. Dann- 
reuther. While still in the city 
he published several pianoforte 
sonatas and songs, and began to 
contribute to Sir George Grove's 
" Dictionary of Music." In 1872 
he married Lady Maude Herbert, 
with whose family lie had been 
intimate since boyhood. In 1873 
he gave up business and devoted 
himself entirely to music. By the 
side of composing and pianoforte 
playing, much time was now given 
to working out the historical 
development of music (on lines 
analogous to Darwin’s—from whose 
works, and Herbert Spencer’s, came 
the spm* to deal with music in this 
manner). Important and valuable 
results are shown in the solid and 
elaborate articles signed C.H.H.P. 
in Grove's "Dictionary of Music 
and Musicians/* such as " Form/* 
"Harmony/* the history of the 
" Sonata/* " Symphony," " Varia¬ 
tions/’ &e. Amongst Mr. Parry’s 
later compositions are "Duo/’ in 
E minor, for two pianofortes j 
Fantasia-Sonata for Pianoforte and 
Violin; Sonata in A for pianoforte 
and violoncello; Trios for piano¬ 
forte and strings; Quartet; String 
Quartet in G f and String Quintet 
in E flat; Fantasia and Fugue 
for organ; Pianoforte Concerto; 
Variations on an original theme 
for pianoforte; Overture, "Guillem 
de Oabestank ; ” Two Symphonies; 
" Scenes from Shelley’s Prome¬ 
theus Unbound " (Gloucester Festi¬ 
val, 1880); " Music to the Birds 
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of Aiistoplmnes ” (Cambridge, 
1881); Ode for chorus and orches¬ 
tra, “ Tho glories of our blood and 
state j * * an opera, "Lancelot and 
Guinevere,** Ac. 

PARRY, The Eight Rev. Edward, 
D.D., Suffragan Bishop of Dover, 
is tlie only surviving son of the 
late Bear-Admiral Sir Edward 
Parry, K.C.E., the well-known navi¬ 
gator and explorer of the Arctic 
regions. Ho was bom at Govern¬ 
ment House, Sydney, Now South 
Wales, in 1830, and, after a pre¬ 
liminary training at Rugby School, 
entered Balliol College, Oxford, in 
1849, graduating B.A. (first-class 
in classics) in 1852, and M.A. in 
1855. From 1853 to 185G he was 
tutor of Durham University. Ho 
was ordained deacon in 1854, priest 
in 1855, and in 185G he held the 
curacy of Sonning, Berkshire, under 
the Rev. Hugh Pearson. On the 
elevation of Dr. Tait to tho see of 
London, at the close of that year, 
Mr. Parry became his domestic 
chaplain, residing and working 
with his lordship for nearly three 
years. In the ten yeaia which 
followed, from 1859 to 18G9, ho 
held the Rectory of Acton, Middle¬ 
sex, and took an active part in all 
London diocesan matters. He was 
also rural dean of Ealing from 18G3 
to 1^09, when he was appointed 
Archdeacon and Canon of Canter¬ 
bury. In 1S/0 he was appointed 
Bishop Sufflagan of Dover, for the 
Diocese of Canterbury, being con¬ 
secrated In the chapel of Lambeth 
Palace on March 25, under letters 
patent from the Queen and a com¬ 
mission from the Primate. It is 
woithy of note that he and the 
Bishop Suffragan of Nottingham 
(Mackenzie), in the same year, 
were the first Suffragan Bishops 
consecrated in the Anglican Church 
for nearly 300 years. In 1882 he 
was elected by the Australian 
bishops to the Bishopric of Sydney, 
as Metropolitan of Australia and 
Tasmania, but he declined the 
nomination. Bishop Parry has 


written memoirs of his father, a 
work which has passed through 
several editions; and "Memorials 
of (hisbrother) Commander Charles 
Parry, R.N.,” 1870. 

PARSONS, Alfred William, R.I., 
landscape painter, son of Joshua 
Parsons, M.R.C.S., was born at 
Beckington,in Somersetshire, Doc. 
2nd, 1817, and educated at private 
schools. In 18G5 became a clerk in 
the Savings Bank Department of 
the General Post Office, drawing 
in the evening at Heatkerley’s, and 
the South Kensington Art Schools. 
In 1807 left the civil service, ancl 
returned to Somersetshire and 
studied painting, working from 
nature without masters. His first 
pictures and water-colour drawings 
wore exhibited at the Dudley 
Gallery, and he was elected a 
member of the committee of the 
General Exhibition of Water-colour 
Drawings in 1879! On the disso¬ 
lution of that Society, he, with tho 
other members of tho committee, 
joined the Royal Institute of 
Painters in Water-colours. In the 
winter of 1881-82 he visited Now 
York, and has since done many 
illustrations for American maga¬ 
zines. His first picture exhibited 
in the Royal Academy was in 1871 j 
his principal exhibited works

PART ON", James, born at Canter¬ 
bury, England, Feb. 9, 1822, was 
taken to America when a child. 
He received an ordinary education, 
and at the ago of nineteen was 
teacher in an academy at White 
Plains, N. Y., and subsequently 
taught in Philadelphia and New 
York. He afterwards became a 
journalist and magazine writer, 
and has written many books, mostly 
of a historical character.

PASSAGLIA, The Abbe Carlo, 
D.D., was horn in Italy in 181-1, 
received his education at Rome, 
took orders, joined the Society of 
Jesus, and became Professor of 
Theology in the Roman University. 
He is the author of several learned 
treatises on Biblical Interpretation, 
including " A Commentary on the 
Prerogatives of St. Peter, Hie Chief 
of the Apostles,” published at 
Ratisbon in 1850; atreatise " On the 
Eternity of Future Punishment; ” 


another in defence of "The Imma¬ 
culate Conception of tho Blessed 
Virgin;” and has edited, with 
additional notes, the great work of 
Petavius on Dogmatic Theology, 
In 1861 be published a remarkable 
pamphlet in Latin, in which lie 
counselled tho Pope to abandon his 
tomporal state and power, in obedi¬ 
ence to the voice of united Italy.

PATON, Sir Joseph Noel, R.S.A., 
LL.D., born at Dunfermline, Fife- 
shire, in 1821, was admitted a 
student of the Royal Academy of 
London in 1813, and first became 
known to the public by his outline 
etchings illustrative of Shakspere 
and Shelley. His fresco of the 
"Spirit of Religion ’’gained one of 
the three premiums awarded at the

PATTI, Adelina Maria Clorinda, 
a popular operatic singer, daughter 
of Salvatori Patti, is of Italian ex¬ 
traction, and was bom at Madrid, 
April 9, 1813. After a course 
of professional training under her 
brother-in-law, Maurice Strakosch, 
she appeared at New York, Nov. 24, 
1839, and reports of her fame 
readied those shores, where a much 
more brilliant success awaited her. 
She made hor first appearance in. 
London at the Italian Opera House, 
Co vent Garden, in the part of 
Amina, in “La Sonuambula/' May 
11,18i 51, and so favourable was the 
impression created,that she became 
at once tho prime favourite of the 
clay. Whatever diversity of opinion 
may exist among critics as to the 
quality and management of her 
high soprano voice, tho music- 
loving public were spell-bound by 
her combined attractions of person, 
manner, and artistic skill. Her 
versatility, too, was such that she 
was acknowledged to possess equal 
facility in the illustration of im¬ 
passioned tenderness, and in the 
assumption of the sprightly graces 
of comedy. To Amina succeeded 
her equally successful performance 
of Lucia, in Donizetti's opera, but 
she gave still greater reason for ap¬ 
probation by her representation of 
Violetta in the rather questionable 
opera of “ La Traviata/' to which 
she imparted a purity with which 
it had never before been invested. 
Her Zerlina was also much ad¬ 
mired, while in Martha—insignifi¬ 
cant as the opera is—she displayed 
so original a vein of aToh-comedy 
as to give an unwonted interest to 
the performance. It was, however, 
as Kosiua, in tr H Barbiere di Si- 
viglia/' that her comic powers first 


shone forth in full splendour. 
Mdlle. Patti, with laudable anibi- 
i tion, attempted, in tho summer of 
1863, the difficult part of Ninel ta, 
in “ La Gazza Ladra/' and her 
spirited rendering of the character 
fully sustained her high reputa¬ 
tion, which was increased by her 
admirable performance, both as 
Norina, in " Don Pasquale/' and as 
AcUna, in “L’Elisire d'Amoro.” 
Undaunted by tho success of rival 
celebrities who had preceded her, 
she, in 18G4, took the part of Mar- 
gherita, in G-ounod's “Faust,” and 
lier performance was pronounced 
by some critics to be superior to 
that of every other representative 
of tho character. She achieved a 
fresh success in tho part of Juliet, 
in Gounod’s " Borneo and Juliet/' 
which proved the great attraction 
of tho operatic season of 1SG7. 
Mdlle. Patti has been equally suc¬ 
cessful on the Continent of Europe. 
In May, 18G8, she was married, at 
the Homan Catholic Church, Clnp- 
ham, to M. Louis Sebastian Henri 
de Roger de Cahuzac, Marquis de 
Caux, from whom rIig was after¬ 
wards divorced. In the early part 
of 1870 she visited Russia, where 
she met with a most enthusiastic 
welcome, receiving from tho Em¬ 
peror Alexander the Order of Merit, 
and the appointment of First 
Singer at the Imperial Court. She 
has since achieved fresh successes 
both in Europe and America. In 
1880 she was married, in Wales, to 
Signor Nicolini, 

PATTI, Carlotta, sister of Adelina 
Patti, was for some time the leading 
vocalist in the United States. Her 
voice is described as «the highest 
soprano over known/’ reaching to 
G sharp in alt.; her powers of 
execution are considered extraor¬ 
dinary, and her style is essentially 
Italian. Owing to a physical dis¬ 
ability, she has refrained from 
exhibiting her powers on tho stage, 
but has achieved great success at 
concerts. 

PAXTNCEFOTE, Sir Julian, C.B., 
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G.C.M.G., third son of the Lite 
Robert Pauncefote, Esq., of Pres¬ 
ton Courtj Gloucestershire, was 
bom at Munich, Sept. 13, 1328, 
and educated at Paris, Geneva, and 
at Marlborough College. He was 
called to the bar at the Inner 
Temple in 1852, joined the Oxford 
circuit, and also practised as a con¬ 
veyancer. He was appointed At¬ 
torney-General of Hong-Koug in 
May, 1865, and aoted as Chief Jus¬ 
tice of the Supreme Court in I860, 
and in 1872 he received the thanks 
of the Executive and Legislative 
Councils of Hong Kong for his ser¬ 
vices to the Colony, and, in 18/1, 
was kuighted by patent. He was 
appointed Chief Justice of the Lee¬ 
ward Islands in 1S/3, and Assistant 
Under-Secretary of State for the 
Colonies in 1871. In l87Ghewas 
appointed Assistant (Legal) Under¬ 
secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs. Ho was created a C.B. 
and a K.C.H.G. in 1880, and in 
1882 he succeeded the late Lord 
Tenterden as Permanent Under¬ 
secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, In 1885 he received the 
Grand Cross of the Order of St. 
Michael and St. George. 

PAYH, James, was bora at Chel¬ 
tenham in 1830. He was educated 
at Eton, Woolwich Academy, and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated in 1851. At that date 
he had already published a volume 
of verse, called " Stories from Boc¬ 
caccio/’ and the next year he pub¬ 
lished another book of "Poems/’ 
In 1851 he began to write for the 
Westminster Review, and constantly 
contributed to Household Words, 
until, in 1858, he succeeded Mr. 
Leitoh Bitchic as editor of Cham¬ 
bers's Journal , for which magazine 
he wrote exclusively for many 
years. In Chambers's came out his 
first novel, "A Family Scape¬ 
grace,” and, a few years afterwards, 
“Lost Sir Massingberd,” a story 
which is said to have raised the 
circulation of the journal 1 >y nearly 
20,000. Mr, Payu’s novels became 


afterwards very numerous, and his 
popularity a growing one, till ho 
wrote “By Proxy,” in which he 
may be said to have taken a new 
departure. This novel of incident 
in China achieved another extra¬ 
ordinary success. With "High 

Spirits,” a collection of stories of a 
different kind, he was hardly less 
fortunate. In addition to his 
works of fiction, Mr. James Payn 
frequently contributes essays of a 
humorous type to the Nineteenth 
Century and the Times. A collec¬ 
tion of such essays, from these two 
periodicals, was published in Lon¬ 
don under the title of " Some 
Private Views.” His works in the 
British Museum extend to upwards 
of a hundred volumes. In 1882

PEACOCK, The Eight Hon. Sir 
Barnes, Loin in 1810, was called to 
the tar at the Inner Temple, and 
practised on the Home Circuit. He 
was created a Queen's Counsel in 
1850, and was appointed legal 
member of the Supreme Council at 
Calcutta in 1852, taking his seat on 
the 2nd of June of that year. In 
1859, on the retirement of Sir 
James W. Colville, Mr. Peacock 
was appointed to succeed him as 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of Calcutta, and at the same time 
was nominated Vice-Prebideut of 
the Legislative Council of India, 
and received the honour of knight¬ 
hood; he received a fresh appoint¬ 
ment in 1S62, under the Act passed 
in that year, as Chief Justice of 
the High Couit of Judicature of 
Bengal. He finally resigned his 
seat on the Calcutta Bench in 1870, 
and was sworn a Privy Councillor 
on his return to England in that 
yep. In June, 1872, he was ap¬ 
pointed a member of the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council. 


PEACOCK, Edward, F.S.A., of 
Bottesford Manor, near Brigg, 
Lincolnshire, born at Hem&worth, 
Yorkshire, Dec. 22, 1831, was edu¬ 
cated by private tutors. Ho was 
elected a Fellow of the Society of 
Antiquaries in 1837, and appointed 
a Justice of Peace for the Paits of 
Lindsey, in the county of Lincoln, 
in 1SC9.

PEASE, Sir Joseph Whitwell, 
Bart., son of the late Joseph Pease, 
a well-known merchant of Bar- 
lington, by Emma, daughter of 
the late Joseph Gurney of Norwich, 
was horn in 1828, and privately 
educated. In 1805 he was elected 
in the Liberal interest for South 
Durham, which constituency he 
represented until 1885, when he 
wa9 elected for the Barnard Castle 
Division of the county. In 188G 
he was re-elected without a con¬ 
test. He is a J.P. for the North 
Riding of Yorkshire, a director of 
the North-Eastern Railway, and 
the owner of coal and ironstone 
mines in Durham and Yorkshire. 
He was created a baronet in 1882. 
In 1851 he manned Mary, daughter 
of the late Alfred Fox, Esq., of 
Falmouth, Sir Joseph is a pro¬ 
minent member of the Society of 
Friends, and of the Peace Society; 
and in parliament has rendered 
valuable services in all questions 
connected with trade and com¬ 
merce, and especially -with the coal 
and iron industries of the North 
of England. Though a follower 
of Mr. Gladstone, he spoke against 
theBerber-Suakim Railway scheme; 


and in a very short time facts 
gave a melancholy justification of 
his common-sense prophecies. His 
eldest son, Mr. Allred E. Pease, is 
Liberal member for the city of 
York. 

PEDRO II., De Aloantara, Em¬ 
peror of Brazil, horn at Rio de 
Janeiro, Dec. 2, 1823, the son of 
Dom Pedro I., of Braganza and 
Bourbon, and of Leopoldina, arch- 
direhess of Austria, is the legitimate 
descendant of the three groat royal 
houses in Europe—Braganza, Bour¬ 
bon, and Hapsburg—and was pro¬ 
claimed upon the abdication of his 
father, in April, 1831, at the ago of 
five years and some months. The 
government was at first adminis¬ 
tered by a Council of Regency, and 
afterwards by one regent. In July, 
1810, he was declared of age by the 
Chambers, and assumed the sove¬ 
reign power when not quite flfteon. 
In 1843 he was married to the 
Princess Theresa Christina Maria, 
shter of Francis I., late King of 
Naples; from which union were 
born two princes, who died young, 
and two princesses. Dom Pedro is 
very courteous in his manners, and 
writes and speaks fluently English, 
French, German, Spanish, and Ita¬ 
lian. He is strongly attached to 
literature, and liberally patronises 
industrial enterprises by encourag¬ 
ing public works and perfecting the 
navigation of rivers. He has suc¬ 
ceeded in substituting free labour 
for slaves, by encouraging Euro¬ 
pean colonization. The aid which 
he afforded to General Urquiza 
contributed greatly to the over¬ 
throw of Rosas, and the fruits of 
this intervention were an aggran¬ 
disement of territory, and the free 
navigation of the Plate River, 
which have contributed greatly to 
the prosperity of the Brazils. The 
firm and judicious attitude he 
assumed in 1882, in the quarrel 
which broke out between his Go¬ 
vernment and that of Great Bri¬ 
tain, which was settled in his 
favour by the arbitration of the 
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King of the Belgians, tended 
greatly to consolidate his power. 
In 1805 Dom Pedro entered into 
an alliance with Uruguay and the 
Argentine Republic against the 
Paraguayans under Lopez. The 
war began in 1SGG, and raged with 
varying fortunes down to March 1, 
1870, when it was brought to a close 
by the death of Lopez, In 1871 
Dom Pedro made the tour of Eu¬ 
rope, visiting London, Paris, Flo¬ 
rence, Rome, Brussels, and other 
capitals, and m 1876 he visited 
the United States. The most im¬ 
portant event of his reign was the 
issuing of an imperial decree, in 
IS71, for the gradual but total 
abolition of slavery in Brazil. He 
was elected a corresponding mem¬ 
ber of the section of Navigation 
and Geography by the Academia 
des Sciences at Paris in Feb. 1875. 

PEEL, Hie Right Hon. Arthur 
Wellesley, M.P., Speaker of the 
House of Commons, is the youugest 
son of the late Right Hon. Sir 
Robert Peel, and was bora in 1820. 
He was educated at Eton and 
Balliol College, Oxford, and in 
1805 first entered Parliament for 
Warwick, which he has continued 
to represent down to the present 
time. He was Parliamentary Secre¬ 
tary to the Poor Law Board from 
Dec., 1SG8, to January, 1871 j 
Secretary to the Board of Trade 
from 1871 to 1873, Patronage 
Secretary to the Treasury 1873-7-1, 
and Under Secretary to the Home 
Department for nine months in 
1880. On the retirement of Sir 
Henry Braud in 1881, Mr. Peel 
was elected Speaker, and has con¬ 
tinued to hold the post amid 
general expressions of goodwill 
from all parties. After the dissolu¬ 
tion of 188G, he was proposed as 
Speaker by Lord R. Churchill, and 
seconded by Mr. Gladstone. 

PEEL, The Eight Hon. Sir 
Frederick, K.C.M.G., second son 
of the late Sir Robert Peel, bom in 
London, Oct. 26,1823, and educated 
at Harrow and Trinity College, 


Cambridge, where he was first class 
in classics: was called to the bar at 
the Inner Temple in 1819, and re¬ 
turned as one of the members in 
the Liberal interest for Leominster 
in Feb. 1819; was elected for Bury 
in July, 1852, and having been 
defeated at the general election in 
March, 1857, was again returned by 
this constituency at the general 
election in April, 1859, but was 
defeated at the general election 
in July, 1865. He was Under¬ 
secretary of State for the Colonies 
from Nov. 1851, till March, 1852, 
in Lord Russell’s first administra¬ 
tion; held the same post in the 
Coalition administration underLord 
Aberdeen; was Under-Secretary for 
War in Lord Palmerston’s first ad¬ 
ministration in 1855, and resigned 
in 1857; and was Secretary to the 
Treasury from I860 till 1805. He 
is a Deputy-Lieutenant for War¬ 
wickshire ; was sworn a Privy 
Councillor in LS57; and nominated 
a Knight-Commander of the Order 
of SS. Michael and George in ISG9. 
He was appointed President of the 
Railway Commission in 1873. 

PEEL, The Right Hon, Sir Robert, 
Bart, G.C.B., eldest son of the late 
Sir Robert Peel, second hart., born 
May 4, 1822, was educated at 
Harrow and at Christ Church, 
Oxford, and entered the diplomatic 
service. He was Attache to the 
British embassy at Madrid from 
June, 1844, till May, 1816, when 
he was appointed Secretary to the 
British Legation in Switzerland; 
became Charge d'Affaires in Nov., 
1840, and retired in Dec. 1850. 
He was a Lord of the Admiralty 
from Feb, 1855, till May, 1857* 
and was Chief Secretary for 
Ireland from July, 1801, till Deo., 
1865. Ho acted as Secretary to the 
Special Mission to Russia, at the 
coronation of Alexander II„ in 
1865. Sir R. Peel was returned 
one of the members, in the Liberal 
interest, for Tamworih, soon after 
the death of his father, whom he 
succeeded in the baronetcy, July 2, 
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1S50, and retained the scat till 
March, 1880. He vas sworn a 
Privy Councillor, and made a 
G.C.B,, Jan. 5, 1S6G. He took a 
prominent part in the debates of the 
House of Commons, especially on 
Irish questions, and subjects affect¬ 
ing the foreign policy of the 
country. He sat as a Conservative 
for Huntingdon in 1881-5, and for 
Blackburn from 1883-0. At the 
General Election of 1880 he stood 
as a Home Euler for Inverness 
Burghs, but was defeated by Mr. 
It. B. Finlay, Unionist. Sir It. 
Peel married a daughter of the 
Marquis of Tweeddalo, and sister 
of the Dowager Duchess of 
■Wellington. 

PELHAM, The Eight Rev. and 
Hon. John Thomas, D.D., Bishop of 
.Norwich, brother of the third Earl 
of Chichester, burn Juno 21, 1811, 
was educated at "Westminster and 
Christ Church, Oxford, became 
Rector of Burgh Apton, afterwards 
Incumbent of Christ Church, Ham- 
stead, and in 1853 Rector of Mary- 
lebono. Having held that living for 
two years, he was selected to fill the j 
place of Dr. Hinds, resigned, and 
was consecrated Bishop of Norwich 
in 1857. 

PELLY, Major-General Sir Lewis, 
TC.C.B., K.C.S.I., M.P., son of the 
late John Hinde Pelly, Esq., of 
Hyde House, Gloucestershire, was 
born in 1823. fir has hail a long 
and distinguished career, especially 
in India. He served as Assistant- 
Resident at the Court of the G ui- 
cowar, prosecuted tho Kliutput 
inquiries before the Commission 
under Sir James Outrani in 1851; 
was in the Civil Service of Sinde 
from 1852 to 1855, and was £)ersonal 
assistant to the Commissioner in 
1850. He was Aide-de-Camp to 
General John Jacob, who com¬ 
manded tlie cavalry in the Persian 
Expedition in 1857. He served as 
political secretary to Sir James 
'Qutram during the same Expedi¬ 
tion. He was Major of Brigade of , 
the Sinde Frontier Force in 185S, 


Secretary of Legation at the Court 
of Persia in 1859, and Charge 
d*Affaires at the same Court in 
1860. He served on a special mis¬ 
sion through Persia, Herat,Afghan¬ 
istan, and Boloochistan,in 1SU0 and 
1801; was on special duty at Cal¬ 
cutta with Lord Canning in 1801 j 
went on a mission to the Comoro 
Islands m 1801 j becamo Political 
Agent at Zanzibar in 18G1 and 1802, 
and Political Resident in the Per¬ 
sian Gulf in 180*2; and was em¬ 
ployed on a mission to tho capital 
of tho Waliaboes, Central Arabia, 
in 1803. He paid several visits to 
the Chaab Arabs and Arab Tribes 
of the littoral of the Gulfs of 
Peroia and Oman from 18G3to 18/1; 
and negotiated conventions with 
the littoral Arab chiefs and with 
tho Sultan of Muscat for anti- 
slavery aud telegraphic purposes. 
After confirming previous treaties 
with the Seyyid of Zanzibar in 
1801, he was associated with Sir 
Bartle Frere on an anti-slavery 
Mission to the East Coast of Africa 
and Arabia in 1872 and 1873. He 
j was appointed agent to the Gover¬ 
nor-General and Chief Commis¬ 
sioner to the States of Rajpootana 
in 1S73, and having been sent as 
Special Commissioner to Baroda, 
arrested the Guicownr, and took 
charge of the Stato in 1874. He 
was ou special duty w r ith the 
Government of India iu J87G, and 
finally Envoy Extraordinary and 
Plenipotentiary for Afghau Aftairs. 
In May, 1871, he was created 
K.C.S.I., and iu Aug., 1877, a K.C.B. 
He has received the modal and 
claap for the Persian Expedition. 
He has been a member of the 
Council of the Royal Geographical 
Society and of the Asiatic Society. 
He has published a pamphlet on 
“ Our North-West Frontier,” 1838; 
“Views and Opinions of General 
Jacob j ” and “The Miracle Play 
of Hasan and Husein, collected 
from oral tradition,” 1879. In Nov. 
i IS85, Sir Lewis Pelly was elected 
Conservative member for North 
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Hackney, and was re-elected in 
18SG. 

PEMBROKE, Earl of, George 
Robert Charles Herbert, eldest son 
of Lord Herbert of Lea (Sidney 
Herbert), was born July 6, 1850, 
and educated at Eton. From 1807 
to 1870 lie travelled in New Zealand 
and Australia, and the South Seas, 
and wrote, conjointly with Dr. 
George Kingsley, " South Sea 
Bubbles,” 1871, and "Roots” in 
1872, besides various Articles. From 
187-1-A in Mr. Disraeli's Govern¬ 
ment, he was Under-Secretary of 
State for War, but was obliged to 
resign on account of ill-health. 
Since tlmt time he 1ms not taken 
a prominent part in politics, 

PENG05LLY, William, F.R.S., 
F.G.S., was born at East Looo, in 
Cornwall, Jan. 12,1S12. He is the 
author of several memoirs and 
papers on Rainfall, the Devonian 
and Triassio rocks of Devonshire, 
the ossiferous caverns and the sub¬ 
merged forests of the same county, 
and (conjointly with Dr, Heer, of 
Zftrich) of a monograph on " The 
Lignite Format ion of Bo vey Tracey, 
Devonshire/’ published in 18G3. 
He collected and arranged the 
Devonian Fossils, which, under the 
name of the" Pengelly Collection,” 
were lodged in the Oxford Univer¬ 
sity Museum by the Baroness Bur- 
dett-Coutts, iu connection with the 
Burdett-Coutta Geological Scholar¬ 
ships. In 1837 Mr. Pengelly re- 
establishedthe Torquay Mechanics 1 
Institute; in 1814 he originated the 
Torquay Natural History Society, 
and in 1882 the Devonshire Asso¬ 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Science, Literature, and Art. He 
has always taken an active part in 
the management of these institu¬ 
tions. 

PENNELL, Henry Cholmoudely-, 
eldest son of Sir Charles Henry 
Pennell, was born in 1837. He 
entered the public service about 
1833, and after serving in various 
departments of the Admiralty, 
Whitehall, was appointed one of 


Her Majesty's Inspectors of Fisher¬ 
ies in 1800. In Jan. 1876, ho was 
selected by the English. Govern¬ 
ment, at the request of the Khedive 
of Egypt, to initiate and assist in 
carrying out various important 
commercial reforms, and was after¬ 
wards nominated Director-General 
of Commerce for the Iutcrior. Mr. 
Pennell made his first mark in 
literature in 14 Puok on Pegasus,” 
1861—a book which attracted con¬ 
siderable notice, and has since 
gone through many editions. His 
other poetical works are " Cres¬ 
cent,” 1S0G; " Modern Babylon/' 
1873 i "The Muses of Mayfair/' 
1874; and "Pegasus Re-saddled/’ 
1877 (the two last-named subse¬ 
quently formed two of the volumes 
of " The Mayfair Library ” (Chatto 
and Windus); and "From Grave to 
Gay,” (Longmans), 18S5. During 
1804-G5 he edited the Fishes mail's 
Magazine and Review , and has since 
contributed to the literature and 
practice of angling and ichthyology 
a number* of very successful works, 
of which the most important are :

" The Oyster and Mussel Fisheries 
of France/* 1S63; "Oyster Fisheries 
and Legislation, a reprint of 
Letters to the Times/' 1875; also, 
in 1875, a series of angling manuals 
in a popular form, viz.: "Fly¬ 
fishing and Worm-fishing for 
Salmon Trout and Graylings." 
"Float Fishing;” "Trolling for 
Pike, Salmon, and Trout* ” these 
have since passed through nume¬ 
rous editions. Mr, Pennell has con¬ 
tributed to Pwarit, the Athmmm, 
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the Sporting Ga&cttp, &c,, and more 
recently to Temple Bar, the Field, 
and other periodicals. He is also 
a distinguished sportsman. 

PENZANCE (Loid), The Eight 
Hon. Janies Plaisted Wilde, 1st 
Baron, horn in London July 12, 
1810, is the fourth son of the late 
Edward Archer Wilde, Esq., and 
nephew of the late Lord Truro. 
He received his education at Win¬ 
chester College, and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1838, and M.A. 
in 18 J2. He was called to the bar 
tit the Inner Temple in 1839, and 
devoted his attention to mercantile 
and marine law, and wont the 
Northern Circuit. He was ap¬ 
pointed Junior Counsel to the 
Excise and Customs in 1810, 
Queen’s Counsel in 1835, Counsel 
to the Duchy of Lancaster in 1859, 
and a Daron of the Exchequer in 
April., 1860, when he received the 
honour of knighthood. In 1803 
he succeeded Sir Creswell Creswell 
as Judge of tho Court of Probate, 
and Judge Ordinary of the Divorce 
Court, appointments he retained 
until 1872, when he resigned owing 
to ill-healtli. He was sworn a 
Privy Councillor in July, 18G1, and 
created a peer of the United King¬ 
dom April G, 1809, since which 
time he has sat as a member of the 
Final Court of Appeal in the House 
of Lords. In June, 1873, he was ap¬ 
pointed Judge under the Public 
Worship Peculation Act (Dean of 
Arches), and judge of the Pro¬ 
vincial Courts of Canterbury and 
York. Among the important cases 
tried by him was that of " Clifton 
and Others v. Ridsdalc,” popularly 
known as the Folkestone Ritual 
Case, the judgment in which was 
published in book form, under liis 
lordship’s sanction in 187G. He 
unsuccessfully contested Leicester 
in the Liberal interest in 1852, and 
Peterborough in 1857. He was a 
member of tho Commission for the 
Digest of tho Law, of the Judica¬ 
ture Commission, of the Marriage 


Laws Commission, and took a chief 
part in the preparation of the 
scheme for those purposes which 
has since beon carried out by 
Royal Warrant. 

PERCIVAL, The Rev, John, hon. 
LL.D.j born about 1835, was edu¬ 
cated at Oxford, where he was 
scholar of Queen’s College from 
1851 to 1838, and Fellow of the 
same college from 1858-G2. From 
1860-62 he was a master at Rugby 
School, and was thou appointed 
first head-master of Clifton College, 
a post which he most successfully 
filled until 1878, when he was 
elected President of Trinity Col¬ 
lege, Oxford. A few years later 
he was made a Canon of Bristol. 
He has published "Some Helps for 
School Life,” sermons preached in 
Clifton College Cliapel, and " The 
Connection of ilie Universities and 
the Great Towns,” He was one of 
the originators of the University 
College, Bristol j and is known 
throughout the country, and espe¬ 
cially in the west, for his exertions 
for the spread of university edu¬ 
cation among the middle-classes. 
Dr. Percival has recently been 
appointed head-master of Rugby 
School, in succession to Dr. Jex- 
Blake, and has announced his in¬ 
tention of resigning his headship 
at Trinity College, Oxford, and 
also the Canonry at Bristol. 

PERCY, John, M.D., F.R.S., son 
of tlio late Mr. Homy Percy, born 
at Nottingham in 1817, was edu¬ 
cated in Paris and in Ediburgli, 
where ho w r as a pupil of Sir C. Bell, 
and where he graduated M.D. For 
some years he was in medical prac¬ 
tice at Birmingham. Dr. Percy 
was appointed in 1851 Professor of 
Metallurgy in tho Government (now 
Royal) School of Mines, and he held 
that office till Dec. 1879. He is

PERRY, The Right Rev. Charles,

PERRY, The Rev. Stephen 
Joseph, F.B.S., bora Aug. 2G, 1S33, 
in London, received his classical 
education in the English College at 
Douay, and then followed a course 
of Mental Philosophy at Rome. 
He entered the Society of Jesus in 
Nor. 1853, and afterwards studied 
higher mathematics at Stony hurst, 
London, and Paris. Tie waa ap¬ 
pointed in Sept. 1SG0, director of 
the Meteorological find Astrono¬ 
mical Observatory of Stonyhurbt 
College. A four years 3 course of 
theology in preparation for ordina¬ 
tion lias been the chief interrup¬ 
tion in his discharge of the duties 
of this office. Ho was elected a 
Follow of the Royal Society in 
June, 1874, and has served for 
several years on the Councils of 
the Astronomical and Meteorolo¬ 
gical Societies. He is an honorary 
member of the Socicto Soientifique 
de Bruxelles, and corresponding 
memberof the Sociuto (J oographique 
d 3 Anvers. In 18GS he undertook a 
magnetic survey of the West of 
Franco, in which he was assisted 
by the Rev. W. Sidgreaves, S.J., 
and in the following year the same 
work was done for the East of 
France. These two surveys formed 
the subject of two papers in the 
" Philosophical Transactions. 33 He 
was chosen as Head of the Govern¬ 
ment Expedition sent to Cadiz to 
observe the total eclipse of the sun 
in Dec. 1870, In 1871 a magnetic 
survey of Belgium, similar to those 
undertaken in Franco, was made 
during the summer months. In 
1874 he received his appointment 
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from Iho Admiralty aa chief of the 
Expedition sent by the Government 
to Kerguelen Island in tlic South 
Indian Ocean to observe thu Transit 
of Venus. The British Govern- 
ment again sent out expeditions in 
1S82 to observe the second Transit 
of Venus in this century, and 
Fathers Perry and Sidgrenvos 
joined H.M.S. Fawn at the Capo of 
Good Hope to take the required 
astronomical observations in the 
N.W. of Madagascar. Magnetic 
observations at Madagascar formed 
part of the programme of the ex¬ 
pedition, and the natural history 
of this interesting country was 
studied as far as leisure from astro¬ 
nomical work would permit. On 
his return fro m. Madagascar, Father 
Perry was elected a corresponding 
membor of the Accademin Fonti- 
fleia de J NuoviLuichi, and in 1883 
his name was added, along with 
those of Professor Adams, of Cam¬ 
bridge, and Professor Pritchard, of 
Oxford, to the Solar Physics Com¬ 
mittee. A paper by Dr. Balfour 
Stewart and the Rev, S. J. PeiTy 
was published in 18S0 in the Pro¬ 
ceedings of the Royal Society 
on a comparison of the Kcw and 
Stonyhurst magnetic declination 
courses, but during the last few 
years the director of tho S tony- 
hurst Observatory has devoted his 
timo chiefly to the study of solar 
ifliyaics. 

PETERBOROUGH, Bishop of, 
See Magjqb, Bn, 

PETO, Sir Samuel Morton, Bart., 
born at Woking, Surrey, Aug. 4, 
1809/ served an apprentice sliip of 
seven years ■with his uncle, Mr. 
Henry Peto, an extensive builder, 
and at his death in 1830 succeeded 
to a moiety of the business, his 
partner being AIx\ Thomas GrisseH, 
another nephew of the deceased. 
The partnership was dissolved by 
mutual consent in 1845, Mr. Gris- 
Bell continuing on his own. account 
the erection of the Houses of Par¬ 
liament, the greatest of the many 
pul die buildings undertaken by the 


firm. Among these structures are 
the Reform, and Oxford and Cam¬ 
bridge Club-houses, Sir Samuel M, 
Peto constructed a large portion of 
the leading railway-works in Eng¬ 
land, and was engaged in the forma¬ 
tion of a large railway in Canada, 
Among his most important works 
are the Norwegian Grand Trunk 
line and the Royal Danish lino in 
1831'. Upon the opening of the 
latter, he received from tho King of 
Denmark tho Order of tlie Dtmne- 
brog. Towards the close of 1831 ho 
undertook, without prospect of pro¬ 
fit, the construction of a railway 
from Balaklava, in the Crimea, 
originated by the late Buko of 
Newcastle, then Minister-at-War, 
and in appreciation of these pa¬ 
triotic services received a patent of 
baronetcy, Feb. 22,1853. Blooms¬ 
bury Chapel was built for the 
Baptists at his expense; and the 
Diorama premises in the Regent's 
Park were purchased by him and 
converted into a chapel for the same 
denomination. He was returned as 
one of the members in the advanced 
Liberal interest for Norwich in Aug. 
1847, and again at the general elec¬ 
tion in July, 1852, and retired in 
Dec. 1834'. He was elected one of 
the members for Finsbury in April, 

1859, and at the general election in 
July, 1865, exchanged his seat for* 
Bris tol,but retired from Parliament 
in April, 1808, in consequence* of 
the bankruptcy of the firm of Peto 
Betts, and Crampton, with liabili¬ 
ties of above ,£7,000,000. He is 
the author of <f Taxation, its Levy 
and Expenditure,” 1863 j and ^Re¬ 
sources and Prospects of America,* J 

1860. 

PETRE, George Glynn, entered 
the diplomatic service in 1846, and 
was attached to the Legation at 
Frankfort. In 1833 he went to 
Naples, and acted as Charge d'Af- 
1‘aires from July till Occ. 1856, 
when the mission was withdrawn, 
no was appointed Secretary of Le¬ 
gation at Hanover, June 0, 1859, 
Charge d"Affaires at Copenhagen 
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Deo. 18G1, and assisted at the In¬ 
vestiture of liis Majesty Christian 
IX. with the Order of the Garter, 
ns a bearer of a portion of the In¬ 
signia. He was transferred to 
Brussels in I860, and promoted to 
he Secretary of Embassy at Berlin, 
June 2G, 1868, Mr. Petre was ac¬ 
credited Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary to the 
Argentine Republic, April 1 , 18S1; 
Mini ster Plenipotentiary to the 
Republic of Paraguay, Mnrch 2, 

1882, and Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary to 
the King of Portugal, Jan. 1G, 
1884. 

PETRIE, W. M. Flinders, Egypt¬ 
ologist, was horn in 1833, and edu¬ 
cated privately. From 1875 to 1880 
he was employed in exploring and 
measuring British earthworks, and 
in 1880 published te Stonehenge.” 
The year's 1881 and 1882 wore spent 
mEgyptmeasuring, surveying, and 
photographing the Pyramids and 
Temples of Ghizeli. An account i 
of this expedition was published in 

1883, In 1881 he again visited 
Egypt, this time as explorer to the 
Egypt Exploration Fund; and ex¬ 
cavated the mounds of Sun, the 
" Zoar” of Scripture. Mr. Petrie’s 
Memoir on “ Tania,” Part I., with 
plans and illustrations, wa& pub¬ 
lished by the Committee in 1885, 
He a^ftin went out in the same 
capacity, and discovered the site 
and ruins of the long lust Grceco- 
Egyptian City of Nuukratis, in 
the Delta. His third expedition 
resulted in the discovery of the 
sites of Am, nnd of Defenncli. 
On the latter site he discovered 
the ruins of Pharaoh's house, and 
a palace-fort of remarkable con¬ 
struction. The household relics, 
&c. # found in this historic palace, 
were exhibited by the Egypt Ex¬ 
ploration Fund in Sept. 1886, and 
the Committee arc also the pub¬ 
lishers of Mr. Petrie's Memoir on 
w Naukratis,” 188G, He is an ac¬ 
complished draughtsman, photo¬ 
grapher, and linguist, a fine numis¬ 


matist, and is well acquainted with 
chemistry. 

PETTIGREW, James Bell, M.D., 
LL.D., F.R.S., F.R.C.P., was horn 
at Roxhill, Lanarkshire, Scot¬ 
land. He was educated at the 
Free West Academy of Airdrie, and 
at the Universities of Edinburgh 
and Glasgow. In 1861 he gradu¬ 
ated in medicine at Edinburgh 
University with firBt-class honour's. 
In 1858-9 he was awarded Professor 
John Goodsir’s Senior Anatomy 
Gold Medal for the best treatise 
“ On the Arrangement of the Mus¬ 
cular Fibres in the Ventricles of 
the Vertebrate Heart.'” This trea¬ 
tise procured for liim the appoint¬ 
ment of Croonian Lecturer to the 
Royal Society of London for 1860. 
His next successful effort was in 
the Class of Medical Jurisprudence, 
where he gained the annual gold 
medal (I860) for on essay On the 
Presumption of Survivorship/ 1 In 
I860 he was elected president of 
the Royal Medical Society, an 
honour greatly prized by all Edin¬ 
burgh alumni. On graduating in 
medicine in 1801, he selected as 
the subject of his inougiu’al disser¬ 
tation, ' f The Ganglia and Nerves 
of the Heart, and their connection 
with the Cerehro-spinal and Sym¬ 
pathetic Systems in Mammalia,” a 
very involved and intricate inves¬ 
tigation. For this ho received a 
graduation gold meditl—the highest 
honour tlie University of Edinburgh 
confers. (Proc. Roy. Soc, Ediu, 
1865.) In 1801 he became house 
surgeon to Professor Symo at tlie 
Royal Infirmary of Edinburgh. In 
18G2 ho obtained the post of As¬ 
sistant Curator of the Hunterian 
Museum of the Royal College of 
Surgeons of London. Here he re¬ 
mained for five years. Diming the 
period in question (1SG2-67) he 
added about G00 finished dissec¬ 
tions, injections, and casts, to this 
celebrated museum. In addition 
to museum work ho wrote several 
important memoirs, each memoir 
being jirofusely illustrated by dis- 
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sections and drawings. In 18G7 he 
retired from the HunterianMuseiim, 
and spent two years in the South 
of Ireland, where he occupied him¬ 
self with field sports, and in ex¬ 
tending his knowledge of the flight 
of insects, hats, and birds. Be 
also experimented largely at this 
period on the subject of artificial 
flight. In 1SG9 he was made a 
Fellow of the Royal Society of 
London, and, in the autumn of 
this year, ho returned to Edin¬ 
burgh, having been appointed 
Curator of the Museum of the 
Royal College of Surgeons of 
Edinburgh, and Pathologist to 
the Eoyal Infirmary of Edin¬ 
burgh. There he continued 
his anatomical and physiological 
researches, particularly his flight 
researches, and ill 1870 he pro¬ 
duced a memoir *' On the Physio¬ 
logy of Wings, being an analysis 
of the movements hy which Plight 
is produced in the Insect, Bird, 
and Bat ” (Trans. Roy, Soc. Edin., 
vol. xxvi. pp. 321-M6. At this 
period he added numerous speci- 
mens to the Museum of the Boyal 
College of Surgeons ; these with 
the other specimens dex>osited in 
the Hunterian Museum of the 
Boyal College of Surgeons of Eng¬ 
land, and the Anatomical Museum 
of tho University of Edinburgh, 
amounting to considerably over 
1000. He also gave daily demon¬ 
strations in morbid anatomy at the 
Royal Infirmary of Edinburgh to 
large classes of students. In 1872 
he delivered a course of lectures to 
the president and fellows of the 
Royal College of Surgeons of Edin¬ 
burgh, " On the Physiology of the 
Circulation in Plants, in the Lower 
Animals, and in Man." In this 
year (1872; he was made a Fellow 
of the Royal Society of Edinburgh, 
and a member of the Harveian, 
Botanical, Medico-Chirurgical, and 
other learned societies. In 1873 
he was elected a Fellow of the 
Royal College of Physicians of 
Edinburgh, and appointed Exa¬ 


miner in Physiology to the Col¬ 
lege. He also (18/3) became Lec¬ 
turer in Physiology to the Royal 
College of Surgeons of Edinburgh. 
On assiuning the duties of teacher 
of physiology, he chose as the sub¬ 
ject of his opening address, “ Tho 
Relation of Plants and Animals to 
Inorganic Matter, and the Inter¬ 
action of the Vital and Physical 
Forces.” In this year (1873) he 
published his work on "Animal 
Locomotion; or Walking, Swim¬ 
ming, and Flying,” the most popu¬ 
lar and best known of oil his writ¬ 
ings. This volume was translated 
shortly after its appearance into 
French, German, and other lan¬ 
guages. In 187 i he was awarded 
the Godard prize of the French 
Academy of Sciences for his Ana- 
tomico - physiological Researches, 
and made a laureate of the Insti¬ 
tute of France. In 1873 he was 
appointed Chandos Professor of 
Medicine and Anatomy and Dean 
of the Medical Faculty in the Uni¬ 
versity of St. Andrews, positions 
which ho still holds. On being 
inducted to his Chair, he gave as 
his introductory lecture "Man in 
his Anatomical, Physical, and Phy¬ 
siological Aspects.” In 1875-70- 
77 he delivered special courses 

anci c&d much to foster the higher 
learning in that important com¬ 
mercial centre. To has efforts, and 
those of his colleagues, the now 
prosperous University College of 
Dundee largely owes its origin. 
In 1877 he was elected by the 
Universities of Glasgow and St. 
Andrews as their representative at 
the General Counoil of Medical 
Education and Registration of the 
United Kingdom (the so-called 
Medical Parliament), and these he 
has represented for the last nine 
years. In 1883 he was appointed 
Examiner in Anatomy to the Uni¬ 
versity of Glasgow, and in 1888 he 
had the honorary degree of LL.D. 
of that University conferred upon 
him. In addition to the works 
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already mentioned, Prof. Pettigrew 
has contributed a large number of 
articles on medical subjects to 
various periodicals. 

PEYTON, John Lewis, LL.B., 
F.R.G.S.,was born Sei>t, 15,1821, in 
Virginia, LL.B. (University of Vir¬ 
ginia), 18 io. At the age of fifteen 
he was sent to the Virginia Military 
Academy. In 1849 he travelled 
through Canada, the Maritime Pro¬ 
vinces, and in the N/VV. States and 
Territories, and in 1851 was sent by 
the U. S. Government on special 
service to the Courts of England, 
Prance, and Austria. Ho returned 
to the United States in 1S53, and, 
after spending a few years in Illi¬ 
nois, retired in 185G to his Virginian 
estate, when he was appointed a 
Justice of the Peace, and Director 
in the State College in Augusta co., 
and also a Director in the Bank of 
the Valley in Virginia. He was 
Chief of the Staff of Gen. Laync in 
1851, and in the same year declined 
the offered position of U.S. District 
Attorney of Utah. In 1861 ho de¬ 
voted his property to the Southern 
cause, and engaged in raising and 
equipping a regiment for the pro¬ 
visional Army. Unable, from a 
severe injury, to take command, he 
accepted the position of Agent for 
North Carolina in Europe. After 
an absence of fifteen years in 
Europe, Col. Peyton returned to 
the United States in 1876, and re¬ 
sumed his residence at Steophill, 
near Staunton, Augusta county, 
Virginia, where he is engaged in 
literary and scientific pursuits. He 
is a corresponding member of the 
Virginia Historical Society, of the 
Wisconsin Historical Society, and 
other learned institutions, and is 
an honorary member of the Society 
of Americanists of Luxembourg, 
Prussia. He has written "A Statis¬ 
tical View of the State of Illinois, 
1854 j " Railway Communication 
with the Pacific,” 1854$ “The 
American Crisis,” 1866; “The Ad¬ 
ventures of my (Grandfather,” 1867$ 
ft Over the AUeghanies and across 


the Prairies,” 1869; “Memoir of 
William Madison Peyton, of Roa¬ 
noke,” 1870; a biographical sketch 
of Anne Montgomery Peyton, 1870; 
a “History of Augusta County, 
Virginia,” 1SS2; and u Memorials 
of Nature and Art.” He also wrote 
the introduction to a reprint of 
Thos. Peyton’s "The Glasse of 
Timo ” (1620), published in 18SG. 

PHEAR, Samuel, George, D.D., 
Master of Emmanuel College, Cam¬ 
bridge ; third son of the late Rev. 
John and Catherine Phearj was 
born March 30, 1820, at Earl Ston- 
ham Rectory, Suffolk; entered 
Emmanuel College, Cambridge in 
1848, and graduated B. A. as Fourth 
Wrangler, Jan. 1852. He became 
Follow and afterwards Tutor of 
his College, and was elected Master 
Oct. 2, 1871. He filled the office 
of Vice-Chancellor of the Univer¬ 
sity for the successive years 1875-6. 
Dr. Phear has taken an active part 
iu every recent ondcavour to extend 
the teaching and iuiluence of the 
University. 

PHILLIPS, George, D.D„ Presi¬ 
dent of Queen’s College, Cambridge, 
born in 1804, is the son of the 
late Mr. Francis Phillips of Has- 
keton, Suffolk. He entered at 
Queen’s College,Cambridge in 1825, 
where ho took the degree of Eighth 
Wrangler in 1829. He was ordained 
Deacon by the Bishop of Ely in 
1830, and Priest in 1832. In the 
year 1832, he was elected Fellow 
nud Assistant Tutor of his College. 
In 1835, he became senior Tutor, 
and continued in the office till 1816, 
when lie was appointed to the 
Rectory of Sandon, Essex. This 
preferment he held till 1857. In 
that year he was invited to return 
to Cambridge, to be President of 
his College. He took the Degree 
of B.D. in 1839, and of D.D. in 
1858. He was Vice-Chancellor in 
1861-G2. He is the author of a 
“ Brief Treatise on the Use of a 
Case of Instruments,” 1S23; 2nd 
edit., 1830; rr The Summation of 
Series by Definite Integral,” 1832 j 
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•* A Syriac Grammar/' 1837 j 2nd 
edit. 1813; 3rd edit., 18GG j "A 
Critical and Exegetical Commen¬ 
tary on the Psalms/'* 1616; 2nd 
edit. 1872 ; "Sermons on Old Testa¬ 
ment Messianic Texts/ 5 1S63. He 
edited and translated from the 
Syriac," Scholia of Mar Jacob of 
EdGEsa/ 5 18C4; "Mar Jacob of 
EdessaandBarllobi’GJus on Syriac 
Accents/ 5 18G9 ; and the " Doctrine 
of Addai the Apostle/ 5 187G. He 
is also the author of several articles 
in different periodicals. 

PHILLIPS, Lawrence Barnett, 
eldest son of Hie late Barnett 
Phillips, Esq., of Bloomsbury 
Square, was born in London, Jan. 
29, 1842, and educated at Dr. Pin¬ 
ches 5 school, which he left at the 
age of fourteen, to study me¬ 
chanics. In 18G1 he started in 
business as a watch and chrono¬ 
meter manufacturer, since which 
time he has constructed some of 
the most complicated and highly 
finished specimens of the horologi- 
cal art, and by the invention of 
various forms of mechanism has 
donu much towards the introduc¬ 
tion of keyless watches, and the 
simplification of chronographs nnd 
calculating machines. He retired 
from business in 1882. In Nov. 
1S65, he was elected a Fellow of 
the Royal Astronomical Society, 
and in March 1885 a Fellow of the 
Society of Antiquaries. In 18GG 
was published, "The Autographic 
Album/ 5 which was followed, in 
1871, by " Horological Rating 
Tables/ 5 and in 1873 by his 
“ Dictionary of Biographical Refer¬ 
ence. 51 Since the publication of 
this latter work he has occupied 
himself with success as a painter 
and etcher, and has been a constant 
exhibitor at the Royal Academy. 

PHILPOIT, The Bight Rev. 
Henry, D.D., Bishop of Worcester, 
younger son of the late Mr. Rich¬ 
ard Philpofct, of Chichester, born 
November 17, 1807, was educated 
at the Cathedral Grammar School, 
Chichester, and at St. Catherine's 


College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated B.A., as Senior 
Wrangler and a fir&t class in the 
Classicfil Tripos in 1S29. He was 
elected Fellow of his college, and 
held the office of Assistant Tutor 
and Tutor till his election to the 
Masterdhix^ of the College in 1815. 
He served the office of Moderator 
in the University in 1633,1831, and 
183G, that of Examiner for Mathe¬ 
matical Honours in 1837 and 1838, 
and that of Proctor in 1831-5. 
The Bishop of London (Dr. Blom- 
field) appointed him, in 1837, 
Preacher in Whitehall Chapel, 
London, which office he hold for 
two years and ft half; he was twice 
nominated a Select Preacher before 
the University j and was appointed 
examining Chaplain by the late 
Dr. Tm'ton, Bishop of Ely, on his 
elevation to the episcopate in 1844. 
In 1801 ha was consecrated Bishop 
of Worcester. 

PICKERSGILL, Frederick 
Richard, E.A., nephew of the late 
I Henry Wiliam Picker Eg ill, R.A., 
bom in London, in 1820, studied at 
the Royal Academy. His first pro¬ 
duction, "The Combat between 
Hercules and Aclielous/ 5 an oil- 
painting, exhibited in 1S40, was 
followed by a prize cartoon of 
"The Death of King Lear/ 5 ex¬ 
hibited in Westminster Hall in 
1843 ; and " The Burial of Harold/ 5 
a picture for which he received a 
first-class prize, in 1847, and which 
was immediately purchased for the 
new Houses of Parliament. Mr. 
Pickersgill was for many years a 
regular exhibitor. In 1817 he was 
elected A.R.A., and in 1857 was 
promoted to the rank of Academi¬ 
cian, He retired a few years ago. 

BICTON, Sir James Allaneou, 
JT.S.A., was born at Liverpool, in 
1800, and educated at private 
schools. He became a F.S.A., and 
F.R.H.S.; is Past-President of the 
Liverpool Architectural Society; a 
member of Council of the Royal In¬ 
stitute of British Architects; an 
honorary Fellow of the Axchitec- 
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tural Convention of tlie United 
States of America j Chairman of 
the LiverpoolLibrary,Museum, and 
Gallery of Arts; and a Pellow of 
the Philological Society of London. 
The honour of knighthood was con¬ 
ferred on him in July, 1881, accord¬ 
ing to the written communication 
of the Prime Minister for high 
attainments and public services.” 
He is the author of ,f Memorials of 
Liverpool,” 2 vols., 1873, 2nd edit., 
1875; “ Selections from the Muni¬ 
cipal Roeoi'ds of Liverpool,” 18S2 ,* 
and articles on philological, archseo- 
logical, and general subjects in 
periodicals and separate publica¬ 
tions. Sir James Picton is Vice- 
President of the British Archaeo¬ 
logical Association, and of the 
Royal Arch Geological Institute of 
Great Britain and Ireland. His son, 
Mr. J. A. Picton, author of Cl The 
Mystery of Matter,” " Life of 
Oliver Cromwell/’ &c., is Liberal 
M.P. for Leicester. 

PIEB0LA, Gen. Nicholas de, ex- 
president of Peru, was horn at Are- 
quipa, Peru, Jan. 5,1839, Educated 
as a lawyer, he early interested him¬ 
self in the politics of his country, 
and in 18G9 was appointed Minister 
of Pinanec. At the end of his admi¬ 
nistration he was impeached, and 
although acquitted went into exile 
in Chili. In 1871 and 1877 he 
organised expeditions against the 
Peruvian Government, but was 
unsuccessful. The second time be 
surrendered and was banished. At 
the outbreak of the Chilian war he 
proffered bis services to Gen. Prado, 
then President of Peru, but they 
were not accepted. After Gen. 
Prado went away, Gen. Pierola 
assumed the charge of affairs, and 
continued the fighting. In Jan, 
1881 he abandoned Lima, and in 
the following November, retired 
from the government. In 1882 be 
visited Europe and the United 
States. He now resides in Peru, 
but has held no official position 
since 1881. 

PIEKREPONT, The Hon, Ed¬ 


wards, LL.D., born at North Haven, 
j Connecticut, March 4,1817, become 
A.B. (Yale College), 1837. He was 
admitted to the bar from, the New 
Haven Law School in 1810, and 
practised in New York until electod 
to the Superior Court Bench in that 
city (1857). In 18G0 lie resigned 
his seat to resume practice. In 
1802 he was appointed with Major- 
General Dix, to try various prison¬ 
ers of State. He wtis a member of 
the Judiciary Committee of the 
New York State Constitutional Con¬ 
vention in 1867, and in the same 
year conducted the case of tlie 
government against John H. Sur¬ 
ratt, indicted for aiding in the 
murder of President Lincoln. Mr, 
Pierrepont received the honorary 
degree of LL.D. in 1871 from Co¬ 
lumbia College, and from Yale 
College in 1873. Prom 18G9 to 
1870 he was United States District 
Attorney for New York, and in 1873 
ho was appointed Envoy Extraordi¬ 
nary to the Russian Court, but lie 
declined the honour. In April, 
1875 be was appointed Attorney- 
General of the United States, and 
in 1870 Envoy-Extraordinary and 
Minister-Plenipotentiary to the 
Court of St. James's. He resigned 
that office in Dec., 1877, and re¬ 
turned to the United States. He 
has held no office since that date. 

PINERO, Arthur Wing, born in 
London in 1855, is the son of a 
solicitor, and was educated with 
the view of following his father's 
profession. Having no particular 
liking for the law, however, ho 
ultimately prepared for the stage, 
and made his debut at Edinburgh 
in June, 1874. The following year 
he joined the Lyceum company, 
and played Claudius to Mr. Irving 
during bis first" Hamlet tour " at 
all the principal theatres in the 
United Kingdom, Subsequently 
Mr. Pinero played Lord Stanley in 
the Lyceum revival of "Richard 
HI./' the Marquis of Huntley in 
"Charles I,/ J and Alderman Jor- 
gpns in " Yanderdeoken.” He is 
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tlie author of several very success¬ 
ful plays, among which are " ^£200 
a Tear, 0 1877 ; " The Money Spin¬ 
ner," 18S0; and “The Squire,” 
1S81 i " Lords and Commons " and 
“ ThoRoekot,” 1883} “Low Water," 
18S4; “ The Magistrate," 1885 ; 
"The Schoolmistress," and “The 
Hobhy Horse," 1SS6. 

PIKTO, Alexandre Alberto da 
Rocha Serpa, was horn April 20, 
181G, at the Tendoes in the Pro¬ 
vince of Louro, Portugal, and 
educated at tho Royal Military 
Collooe, Lisbon. He entered the 
7th Infantry Regiment, Aug. 13, 
18G3 j became ensign July, 14,1861} 
lieutenant in the 12th Rifles, Nov. 
20, 1SG8; captain, Oct. 10, 1874; 
major, April 17, 1877; and aide- 
de-camp of the King of Portugal, 
March 10,1880. In 18G9 he was in 
the Zambesi War, and in the battle 
of the 23rd Nov. at Massauganohe 
succeeded in saving the regiment 
of India. He was then in command 
of the African Native Troop. Du¬ 
ring 1877-79 he crossed Africa from 
Benguella to Durban, and he has 
admirably described the journey in 
a work entitled “How I Crossed 
Africa," Lond., 1881. These geo- 
grnpliical tasks obtained for him 
the gold medals (first class) of the 
Geographical Societies of London, 
Paris, Antwerp, Rome, and Mar¬ 
seilles. He was also elected a 
Fellow of all the most important 
geographical societies in the world, 
and of many scientific associations. 
Major Serpa Pinto is a Knight 
Commander of the Order of St. 
JameB of Portugal, a Knight of the 
Legion of Honour and of Leopold 
of Belgium, and has received many 
other foreign orders. 

PITMAN, Isaac, was horn at Trow¬ 
bridge, Wilts, Jan. 4, 1813, and 
educated at the Grammar School 
in that town. After having been 
clerk for some time in the count¬ 
ing-house of a cloth manufacturer, 
he waB trained in the Normal 
College of the British and Foreign 
School Society, Borough-road, 
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London, and .appointed Master of 
tho British School, Barton-on- 
Humber, in 1832. He established 
tho British School at Wotton- 
under-Edge in 1830, and removed 
to Bath in 1839. His fhv»l treatise 
on shorthand, entitled rr Steno¬ 
graphic Sound-hand," appeared in 
1837, and he became the originator 
of the Spelling Reform, to which, 
and tho propagation of his bystem 
of phonetic Bhortliaud, he has 
devoted his entire attention since 
1843, in which year the Phonetic 
Society was formed. This year's 
list of the Society (1886) contains 
above 300 members. His system 
of shorthand was entitled, “ Phono¬ 
graphy, or Writing by Sound " in 
1810; and his “ Phonographic Re¬ 
porter’s Companion " appeared in 
1816. Tho ** Phonetic Institute," 
at Bath, is really a phonetic print¬ 
ing* office, and a publishing house 
for the dispatch of phonetic books 
to all parts of the world. Mr. 
Pitman edits and prints tho 
Phonetic Journal , which bus a largo 
weekly and monthly circulation. 
It records the progress of the 
** Writing and Spelling Reform," 
in the ordinary orthography, 
containing articles in the “First 
Stage" of the Spelling Reform, 
and in phonetic printing with an 
enlarged alphabet furnished with 
thirteen new letters, and gives 
specimens of shorthand printed 
from movable types. Besides 
printing his own instruction-books 
for teaching phonetic shorthand, 
Mr. Pitman has issued a little 
library of books printed entirely 
in shorthand, ranging from the 
Bible to “ Rasselas. 

PITRA, His Eminence John Bap¬ 
tist, a French Cardinal, born at 
Champforgueil, near Autuu, Aug. 
31,1812, embraced the ecclesiasti¬ 
cal profession at an early age, 
and after being for some time 
teacher of rhetoric in the seminary 
of his native town, became a Bene¬ 
dictine monk in the abbey of So- 
lesrne. Following the example of 
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so many members of that learned 
order, lie devoted himself to the 
study of ecclesiastical antiquities, 
and composed an admirable "His- 
toire de Saint-Leger/* which was 
followed by his f 1f Spicilegium Soles- 
mense/’ 5 vols, Paris, 1852-60, a 
collection of documents, previously 
unpublished, in elucidation of 
Church history. To obtain the 
materials for thiB superb work, 
Dom l J iira visited nearly all the 
great libraries in Europe. Sum¬ 
moned to Rome by Pope Pius IX. 
in 1858, he was directed to study 
the ancient and modem canons of 
the Oriental Churches, and the re¬ 
sults of his labouis arc embodied 
in a woi'lc entitled ,f Juris Ecclesi- 
astici GrEccorum Historiaet Monu¬ 
ment a,” the first volume of which, 
printed by the Sacred Congregation 
of the Propaganda, appeared in 
1SGJ. Dom Pitra was appointed a 
member of that Congregation for 
the religious affairs of the East in 
1^02, and created a Cardinal Priest 
of the Holy Roman Church, of the 
title of S. Tommaso in Parione, 
March 10, 1863. His Eminence 
holds the office of tS Librarian of 
the Holy Roman Church/* 
PLAYFAIR, The Right Hon. Sir 
Lyon, K.C.B., M.P., LL.D., F.R.S., 
son of Mr. George Playfair, Chief 
Inspector-General of Hospitals of 
Bengal, and nephew of the late 
Col. Sir Hugh L. Playfair, born at 
Meerut, Bengal, May 21, 1819, 
was educated at St. Andrews, N.B., 
and at a very early age took espe¬ 
cial interest in chemistry. In 1834 
he studied chemistry under Pro¬ 
fessor Thomaa Graham, at tho 
Andersonian University, Glasgow j 
but his health failing in 1837, he 
revisited India, and upon his re¬ 
covery returned to England, and 
rejoined his friend Graham, then 
Professor to the London University, 
In 1888 he went to Giessen, to study 
organic chemistry under Liebig, 
translated some of liis works into 
English, and on his return to Scot¬ 
land undertook the management of 


tlio large calico-print works of 
Messrs. Thompson, of Clithoroej 
whence he removed, in 1813, to 
Manchester, and was appointed 
Professor of Chemistry in the Royal 
Institution. In 1811, at the re- 
comniendation of the late Sir 
Robert Peel, he was appointed on 
the commission constituted to exa¬ 
mine into the sanitary condition of 
our large towns and populous dis¬ 
tricts, and his reports were cha¬ 
racterised by great ability. At tho 
close of tho commission. Professor 
Playfair was appointed by tlio lato 
Sir R. Peel, Chemist to the Museum 
of Practical Geology. In the Great 
Exhibition of 1851 he visited the 
manufacturing districts, and by 
drawing up an elaborate classifica¬ 
tion of objects of industry, and by 
personal communication with the 
manufacturers, exercised an impor¬ 
tant influence on the completeness 
of that great undertaking, He was 
appointed Special Commissioner 
in charge of the department of 
Julies ; and at the close of the Ex¬ 
hibition, in recognition of his scien¬ 
tific services, he was made a Com¬ 
panion of the Bath, and received 
an appointment in the late Prince 
Consort’s household. At the Great 
Exhibition of 18G2, he again had 
charge of the department of Juries, 
and was intrusted with the appoint¬ 
ment of the Jurors, who numbered 
upwards of 600 persons, consisting 
of the most eminent men of rank, 
science, and industry, of all coun¬ 
tries of Europe, In the Fiench 
Exhibition of 18/8, the Prince of 
Wales, who was the President of 
the English Commission, appointed 
Mr. Playfair as Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, which was 
charged with the executive work. 
On the establishment of the de¬ 
partment of Science and Art, in 
1853, he was appointed Joint Sec¬ 
retary with Mr. Henry Cole j but 
in 1856, when Mr. Cole assumed 
the office of Secretary, he became 
Inspector-General of Government 
Museums and Schools of Science, 
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In 1857 Professor Playfair was I of the Royal Commissioners for the 
elected President of the Chemical Exhibition of 1851. and in addition 


Society of London, and in 1858 was 
appointed Professor of Chemistry 
in the University of Edinburgh, 
whore he had the honour to num¬ 
ber among his pupils the Prince of 
"Wales and Princo Alfred. Professor 
Playfair was much employed by 
various governments to report 
on subjects of public interest. In 
conjunction with Sir Henry De La 
Hoc he, he examined, at the desire 
of the Admiralty, into the suitable¬ 
ness of the coals of the United 
Kingdom for the purposes of the 
navy; and into the causes of acci¬ 
dents in mines. Ho was one of the 
Royal Commissioners appointed on 
the appearance of the cattle plague 
in this country, and was chairman 
of the Royal Commission on the 
fisheries of the Scottish coasts. 
This commission laid tho basis 
for the withdrawal of legisla¬ 
tive restrictions on sea fisheries. 
He was president of the Civil Ser¬ 
vice Enquiry Commission of 187 i, 
which produced an elaborate 
scheme for the reorganization of 
the Civil Service. Dr. Lyon Play¬ 
fair was elected as member of Par¬ 
liament for the Universities of 
Edinburgh and St. Andrews in the 
general election of 18G8, and is a 
Liberal in politics. Ho held office 
in the Ministry of 1873-1, as Post¬ 
master-General, and was then made 
Privy Councillor. After the general 
election of 1880, he was appointed 
Chairman of Ways and Moans and 
Deputy-Speaker oE the House of 
Commons. These offices he re¬ 
signed in the Session of 1883, being 
on his retirement created a K.C.B. 
In the General Election of 1885 he 
was returned for the South Division 
of Leeds, and was appointed Yice- 
Prcsident of the Council in Mr. 
Gladstone’s Government of 18B0. 
After the dissolution he was again 
returned for South Leeds. He 
holds honorary appointments as 
one of H.M.’s Commissioners in 
the Board of Manufactures, is one 


to being member of many learned 
societies, is Commander of the 
Legion of Honour ; Commander of 
the Austrian Order of Francis 
Joseph; Knight of the Portuguese 
Order of tho Conception; Knight 
of the Swedish Order of the North¬ 
ern Star; and Knight of Wur- 
temberg. He was created LL.D. 
of the University of Edinburgh, 
April 12,1869.

PLUSPXBE, The Very Rev. 
Edward Hayes, D.D., J>orh o£ 
Wells, born Aug. G, 1821, was 
scholar of University College, Ox¬ 
ford, where he graduated BA. 
(double first-class) in 1841, and 
M.A. in 1847. Ho became a Fellow 
of BraBenose College in 1841. He 
was appointed Chaplain at King’s 
College, London, in 1847, Professor 
of Pastoral Theology there in 1853, 
Prebendary of St. Paul’s in 1863, 
3 H 2 
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and Professor of the Exegesis of 
the New Testament in 1864. He 
was. assistant Preacher at Lincoln’s 
Inn from 1851 till 1838, Select 
Preacher at Oxford 1S51-3, 18G1-G, 
and 187^-3, and Boyle Lecturer in 
ISGG-7. In 18G9 he was presented 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury 
to the rectory of Pluckley, in Kent, 
and in 1873 ho became, by exchange 
with the Rev. E. J. Selwyn, vicar 
of Bickley, in that county. Dr. 
Phmiptre was for four years (lbUO- 
74) one of the Old Testament 
Company of the Committee of 
Be visors of the Authorised Version 
of the Bible appointed by Convo¬ 
cation. He was 0 i infield Lecturer 
on the Septnagiut at Oxford, 1872-4; 
Examiner in the School of Theol¬ 
ogy at Oxford, 1872-3 ; and Princi¬ 
pal of Queen's College, Harley 
Street, 1875-7. Ho was installed 
Dean of Wells, in succession to the 
late Dean Johnson, Dec. 21, 1881. 
In 1873 ho received the honorary 
degree of D.D. from the Univer¬ 
sity of Glasgow. lie haa written

PLUNKET, The Bight Hon. David 
Robert, M.P., Q.C., LL.D., is the 
fourth son of the third Lord 
Plunket, and consequently a grand¬ 
son of the first Lord Plunket, the 
great orator and lawyer, who hold 
the Great Seal in Ireland from 1830 
to 1831, and again from 1833 to 
IS 11. He was horn Dec. 3, 1S38, 
and was educated at Trinity Col¬ 
lege, Dublin, Avliere he took 3ub 
Bachelor’s degree in IS59. He waa 
called to the Irish bar in 1802, and 
in 1808 was appointed " Law Ad¬ 
viser to the Castle at Dublin/* He 
was nominated a Q.C. in 1SG8. He 
was elected M.P. for the University 
of Dublin in the Conservative 
interest in 1870, when he succeeded 
to the vacancy caused by the retire¬ 
ment of Mr. Anthony Lefroy. Mr. 
Plunket was Solicitor-General for 
Ireland from Doc., 187L to March, 
1877. He was Paymaster-General 
for a few weeks in 1880, when he 
was added to the Privy Council; 
and First Commissioner of "Works 
in. Lord Salisbury's administration, 
June 1885, to Feb. 188G, a post 
which lie again filled in the Cabinet 
of August 18SG. Mr. Plunket was 
very active in the Unionist cause 
during the election campaign of 
1886, and his eloquent speeches on 
public platforms had no little in¬ 
fluence upon the electorate. 

PLUNKET (lord). The Moat Rev. 
William Conyngkam Plunket, Pro¬ 
testant Archbishop of Dublin, eldest 
son of the third Lord Plunket, by

Charlotte,daughter of the late Eight 
Hon. Charles Kendal Bushe, was 
horn in 1828, and succeeded to tliu 
title on the death of his father in 
Ib7l. He wn s chaplain to his uncle, 
the late Bishop of Tuam, 1857-64; 
Treasurer, and subsequently Pre¬ 
centor, of St. Patrick's Cuthedial, 
1861-70; and Bishop of Meath, 
1870-81. On the resignation of 
Archbishop Trench, Lord Phrnket 
was elected Archbishop of Dublin 
(1881). He is one of the Senate of 
the Koyal University of li-clond. 
His Grace married, 1863, Annie 
Lee, only daughter of the late Sir 
Benjamin Lee Guinness, Bart, and 
sister of Lord Ardilaun. 

POCHIK, Henry Davis, hoi*n at 
Wig&ton, Leicestershire, 1821, is 
the eldest son of William Pochin, 
Esq. He was educated at the Pro¬ 
prietary School, Leicester, and 
studied chemistry at the Pharma¬ 
ceutical Society, London, Subse¬ 
quently he started business in 
Manchester as a manufacturing 
chemist, and soon afterwards dis¬ 
covered the means of completely 
decomposing China clay (silicate of 
alumina) by sulphuric acid, which 
produced a rich salt of sulphate of 
alumina. That proceed he patented, 
in 1835, and shortly afterwards 
introduced the material into com¬ 
merce, by the term tr Aluminas 
Cake/’ It is now used by almost 
all paper-makers in the world for 
sizing paper. Another invention 
that Mr. Pochin patented in con¬ 
nection with Mr, Edward Hunt, 
was the purification of rosin, by 
means of distillation; prior to this 
invention, rosin was ahva y s believed 
to ho incapable of distillation with¬ 
out decomposition* Mr. Hunt and 
Mr. Pochin, however, discovered 
that if rosin is heated to 4UG de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit, and steam in con¬ 
siderable quantities passed (blown) 
through, it distils undecoinposed, 
and free from colourrosin refined 
by this process is now very largely 
used in the manufacture of the 
pale yellow soaps of commerce. 


being the foundation of almost all 
fancy soaps. Mr. Pochin has for 
many years taken an active part in 
connection with popular education 
both in Manchester and in Salforrl, 
of which latter borough lie has 
been twice mayor (1666 and 1667). 
He is a J.r. for Lancashire, Den¬ 
bighshire, and Manchester. At the 
general election ot 1S65 he unsuc¬ 
cessfully contc&ted Station!, in the 
Liberal interest, but at the general 
election of Dec., lbuS, he was iu- 
turned at the head of tlio poll, 
though on petition lie was unseated. 
Mr. Pochin published a pamphlet 
on Parliamentary Reform in 1866. 

POLE, William, Mua. Doc., 
F.R.S., F.E.S.E., civil engineer, 
was bom in 1814. After following 
his profession for some years ho 
whs, in 1844, appointed by the 
East India Company Professor of 
Civil Engineering in Elphinsione 
College, Bombay. In 1847 he re¬ 
turned to London, devoting iris 
cliief attention to the mechanical 
branch of his profession, and took 
an active part in the provision of 
the materials and stuck for the 
great railway undertakings in 
India. From 1871 to 1883 he was 
consulting engineer for the Im¬ 
perial Railways of Japan, and on 
liisretirement the Mikado honoured 
him with the decoration of the 
Third Deg ree (Knight Commander) 
of the Imperial Order of tho Rising 
Sim. He served on the Council of 
the Institution of Civil Engineers 
from IS71 to 1885, in wliich year he 
was appointed Honorary Secretary. 
Between 1859 and 1867 he was 
Professor of Civil Engineering at 
University College, London, and 
Lecturer at the Royal Engineer 
Ebtablisliment, Chatham. He 
served the Government fiom 1SC1 
to 1804 ns a member of the Iron 
Armour Committee ; from 1S63 to 
1805 as a member of the Whit¬ 
worth and Armstrong Gun Com¬ 
mittee ; from 1803 to 18C7 as 
Secretary (appointed by her Ma¬ 
jesty; to the Royal Commission vu 
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Railways; and from 1867 to 1869 
us Secretary to that on Water 
Supply, afterwards undertaking 
important official investigations 
in regard to the supply of London. 
In 1870 he was nominated by the 
Board of Trade one of the Metro¬ 
politan Gas Referees, which ap- 
ointmont lie still holds. In 1382 
e was appointed by the Queen, 
Secretary to the Royal Commission 
for inquiring into the pollution of 
the river Thames, and in 1885 he 
served as Secretary to a Govern¬ 
ment Committee on the Scientific 
Museums at South Kensington. 
In June, 1801, he was elected a 
Fellow of the Royal Society of 
London; ho has served twico on 
the council, and was Vice-President 
in 1870. He ay as elected into the 
Royal Society of Edinburgh in 1877, 
and into the Athemeum Club with¬ 
out ballot (as a scientific distinc¬ 
tion) in 1861. He published in 
1811 a quarto Treatise on the 
Steam Engine; in 1818 a trans¬ 
lation of a German work on the 
same subject; in 1861 and 1S70 
** Scientific Chapters in the Lives of 
Robert Stephenson and I. K. Bru¬ 
nei f* in ] 872 a treatise on Iron; and 
in 1877 " The Life of Sir William 
Fairbairn, Bart.” He is also the 
author of a well-known scientific 
work on the game of Whist; has 
■written a great number of papers 
for scientific journals and periodi¬ 
cals ; and is a contributor to the 
Quarterly Review. He is now 
writing a biography of the latu Sir 
William Siemens. He has also 
studied music, and has been an 
organ player and composer. He 
took, in 1860, the Oxford degree of 
Bachelor, and in 1807 that of Doc¬ 
tor of Music, and romains a mem¬ 
ber of St. John's College in that 
University. He has held for some 
years the office of Examiner in 
Mubic at the University of London. 
He is the author of “ The Philoso¬ 
phy of Music,” 1879; and " The 
Story of Mozart's Requiem,” 18/9. 

POLLEN, John Hungerford, H.A., 


son of Richard Pollen of Rod- 
bourne, Wilts, born 1820, was edu¬ 
cated at Eton and Christchurch, 
Oxford, and elected to a Fellow¬ 
ship of Merton, where he painted 
the College Chapel. He studied 
painting in Rome, was appointed 
Professor of Fine Arts by Cardinal 
Newman, in the Catholic Uni¬ 
versity of Dublin; built mid 
painted the Church in Stephen’s 
Green, was appointed Official 
Editor of the Museum at South 
Kensington, and was inter alia 
Editor of the Universal Catalogue 
of Books on Art. He has acted as 
Examiner for the Department, and 
was a member' of the Committee of 
Selection in referer 03 to purchases. 
He is the author of " Anciont and 
Modem Furniture and Woodwork,” 
“ Ancient and Modern Gold and 
Silversmith’s Work,” " The Trajan 
Column,” and other publications ; 
and has contributed to the "En¬ 
cyclopedia Britannica,” " Art 
Journal,” "Magazine of Art,” and 
several periodicals on subjects 
connected with the fine arts, and 
was Cantor Lecturer of the Society 
of Arts in 1885. He was appointed 
Private Secretary to the Marquess 
of Kipon in 1876. Ho has exe¬ 
cuted several paintings—designs 
for glass, mosaic, carving, &e.—in 
the Oratory, London; at Lynd- 
lmrst, Hants ; Alton Towois (wars 
of the famous John Talbot), 
Bliekling Hall; Kilkenny Castlo; 
Ingestroe Hall; and many other 
places, both in this country and in 
India. Mr. Pollen is correspond¬ 
ing member of the Royal Academy 
of Madrid, the Archaeological 
Society of Belgium, and othor 
learned bodies. 

POLLOCK, The Hon. Sir Charles 
Edward, was born Oct. 21, 1823, 
and received his education at St. 
Paul’s School. When his father, 
the late Sir Frederick Pollock, was 
Attorney-General in 1813-1, Mr. 
Pollock acted as his secretary, and 
on the elevation of his father to 
the position of Lord Chief Baron 
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of the Exchequer in lfili, Mr. 
Pollock became a pupil of the late 
Mr. Justice Wiiles, in whose 
chambers ho remained for nearly 
throe years. Mr. Pollock was 
called to the Bir an 1S17, and was 
created a Queen’s Counsel in 1866. 
He was appointed a Baron of the 
Exchequer in succession to Mr. 
Baron Channel!, resigned, in Jan. 
1873, and soon afterwards received 
the honour of knighthood. Before 
his elevation to the Bench he pub¬ 
lished several legal text-books, in¬ 
cluding a " Treatise on the Law of 
Merchant Shipping," and another 
on the "Law and Practice of the 
County Courts.” 

POLLOCK, Sir William Frederick, 
Bart,, born in London in l315,eldest 
son of the Bt, Hon, Lord Chief Baron 
Pollock, was educated nt Trinity 
College, Cambridge, of which he 
was a scholar (B.A. degree 183G— 
M.A, 1840). He was called to the 
Bar at the Inner Temple in 1838, 
and went the Northern Circuit. 
He was appointed a Master of the 
Court of Exchequer in 1846, and 
Queen’s liemembrancer in 187-4, 
and became Senior Master of the 
Supreme Court of Judicature upon 
the coming into operation of the 
Judicature Acts, He resigned his 
offices in 1S8G. Sir Frederick Pol¬ 
lock is President of the Equitable 
Assurance Society and Vice-Presi¬ 
dent of the Literary Fund, and is 
honorary secretary to the Society 
of Dilettmti, and has for many 
years been constantly a manager 
of the Boynl Institution. Sir 
Frederick’s translation of Dante's 
ff Divine Comedy,” in blank verse 
and line for line with the original, 
appearod in 1831. "Moeready’s 
Beininisconoe9 ” wero edited by 
him in 1875, He has contributed 
to the Quarterly and Edinburgh Re¬ 
views, to Fraser’s Magazine, to the 
Fortnightly and Nineteenth Century, 
and other periodicals. Sir Frederick 
married, in 1841, Juliet, daughter 
of the Bev. H. Creed, Vicar of Corse, 
Gloucestershire, and niece of the 


Bt* Hon. J. C. Herries. He suc¬ 
ceeded his father as second baronet 
in 1870, 

POLLOCK, Frederick, eldest sou 
of Sir "William Frederick Pollock 
and grandson of tho late Sir F. Pol- 
look. Chief Biron of the Exchequer, 
was born Dec. 10, 184o, and edu¬ 
cated at Eton and Trinity College, 
Cambridge, of which lie became 
Fellow in 1868. He was called to 
the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 1S71, 
and was examiner in law at Cam¬ 
bridge, 1879-81. In 1882 ho was 
made Professor of Jurisprudence at 
University College, Loudon ; in 
1883 was appointed Corpus Pro¬ 
fessor of Jurisprudence at Oxford, 
and in 1884 Professor of Common 
Law. He is also editor of the 
Law Quarterly Review , and has been 
kon. Librarian of the A'p'ne Club 
since 1881, He has published 
"Principles of Contract/’ 18/5 ; 
"Digest of the Law of Partner¬ 
ship,” 1877 ; *' The Land Laws ” 
(in n English Citizen w series), 
1883; te Spinoza, his Life and Pai- 
losophy,” 1880; ff Essays in Juris* 

| prudence and Ethics,” 18S2 ; and 
several other works, besides articles 
in various periodicals. 

POLLOCK, Walter Herries, 
younger son of Sir W. F. Polloek, 
born in London, 1850, was educated 
at Eton and at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated 
in 1871, and was called to the 
Bar at the Inner Temple in 
1S74. Mr. Pollock lias delivered 
lectures at the Boyal Institution 
on historical and literary subjects 
such as liichelieu, Colbert, Victor 
Hugo, Sir Francis Drake, tho 
Drama, etc., and is the author of 
" Lectures on French Poets,” ** Tho 
Picture’s Secret,” a novel, u Songa 
and Bhymos, English and French,” 
"Verses of Two Tongues,” and 
u The Poet and the Muse,” trans¬ 
lated with introduction in original 
verse, from Alfred de Musset’s 
,e Kuits.” In 1884 Mr. Pollock be- 
oame editor of the Saturday Review t 
of which he had long acted as ass‘s ’ 
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taut editor. He has the reputation 
of being one of the best amateur 
fencers in England. 

PONSONBY, Gen. the Eight Hon. 
Sir Henry Frederick, K.C.B.,son of 
Major-General the lion. Sir F. 
Ponsonby, was born at Corfu, in 
1823, and after receiving a profes¬ 
sional education at the Royal Mili¬ 
tary College, Sandhurst, was ap¬ 
pointed Ensign in the -19th Regi¬ 
ment in 181-2. After being trans¬ 
ferred to the Grenadier Guards, he 
was appointed Aide-de-Camp to the 
Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland, and in 
1819 was made Private Secret ary to 
the Earl of Clarendon, an office 
which lie held under Lords St, Ger¬ 
mans and Carlisle while Viceroys 
of Ireland. In 1835 he joined the 
Grenadier Guards in the Crimea, 
mid served at the siege of Sebas¬ 
topol. On the conclusion of tlio 
war he was appointed Equerry to 
tho Prince Consort, and after his 
Royal Highness's death, proceeded 
to Canada, where he commanded a 
battalion of the Grenadier Guards. 
On April 8,1870, he was appointed 
Private Secretary to Her Majesty 
the Queen, and in Oct. 187b Keeper 
of H. M. Privy Purse. He is a 
member of the Privy Council, 
Knight Commander of the Order 
of the Bath, Knight of the Third 
Class of the Order of the Mcdjidie, 
Receiver-General of the Ouuliy of 
Lancaster, and one of the Royal 
Commissioners in tho Exhibition 
of 1831. 

POOLE, Reginald Stuart, LL.D. 
Cantab., born in London, Feb. 27, 
1832, second son of tho late Rev. 
Edward Richard Poole, and Sophia, 
his wife, daughter of tho Rev. 
Theopliilns Lane, LL.D., Preben¬ 
dary of Hereford, sister of Edward 
William Lane, the Orientalist, and 
^rand-niece of Thomas Gains¬ 
borough j was educated privately 
m Egypt under the direction of 
E. W. Lane, his uncle. He was ap¬ 
pointed Assistant, Department of 
Antiquities, British Museum, 1852, 
transferred to new Department of 


Coins and Medals, 1801, and ap¬ 
pointed Assistant Keeper of Coins, 
I860, and Keeper, 1870. He is 
editor of the kt Official Catalogues of 
Cii'eok, Roman, Oriental, and Eng¬ 
lish Coins/' of which 19 volumes, 
1873-85, have appeared, published 
by the Trustees of the British 
Museum, and is author of the 
••Catalogue of tho Coins of tho 
Ptolemies," 1883, and that of the 
ffc Coins of the Shahs of Persia," 
1880; also author of the " Catalogue 
of Swiss Coins," South Kensington 
Museum, 1878; also of et Horae 
Aegyptiacis," 1851; " Cities of 
Egypt,” 18S2j of the article 
fr Egypt" (in part) j "Hierogly¬ 
phics" and "Numismatics" in the 
8th and9th editions of the Encyclo- 
freedia Britannic#. He was a con¬ 
tributor to Smith's "Dictionary 
of the Bible," and to Kitto's 
ff Cyclopaedia," 2nd edition, to the 
Numismatic Chronicle and the Fort¬ 
nightly and Contemporary Reviews, 
and has lectured on Archeeology 
and Art at the Royal Academy 
and the Slade »Scliool, University 
College j is a correspondent of the 
Institute of France; Member of the 
imperial German Archaeological. 
Institute s a Life-Governor of 
University College, London; Vice- 
President of the Numismatic 
Society, and an Hon. Secretary of 
the Egypt Exploration Fund, and 
of the .Society of Medallists. 

POOLE, Stanley Lane, born in 
London, Dec. 18,1851, eldest son 
of E. S. Poole, of the Science and 
Art Department, was educated at 
home under the direction of his 
great-uncie, E. IV. Lane, the 
Orientalist, and proceeded to Cor¬ 
pus ChriBti College, Oxford, whence 
he took his B.A. degree in 1878. 
As early as 1S70 his studies had 
been turned towards numismatics 
by his uncle, tho Keeper of Coins 
in the British Museum, and in 
1872 he published his first treatise 
on Arabic Coins in the Chronicle 
of tho Numismatic Society. In 
I 187*1 he was appointed by the 
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Trustees of the British Museum 
to write the official " Catalogue of 
the Oriental Coins ” in the national 
collection; the work appeared in 
8 volumes, 1875-83, ancl was cou- 
ronnd by the French Institute. Two 
volumes of a subsequent w Cata¬ 
logue of Indian Coins " were pub¬ 
lished in 18S5. On the death of 
Mr. Lane, in 1878, the duty of 
completing his great Arabic Lexicon 
devolved on his grand-nephew, who 
brought out the sixth and seventh 
volumes between 1877 and 1885, 
and published a "Life of E. W. 
Lane” in the former year. In 
1883 he was sent to Egypt by the 
Science and Art Department, for 
which he wrote a handbook of the 
“ Art of the Saracens,” I860. With 
a view to collecting materials for a 
corpus of Mohammedan numis¬ 
matics, he visited .Russia in 1880, 
and examined the coin cabinets of 
Stockholm, St. Petersburg, ancl 
Constantinople.

periodicals, and is a member of 
the Asiatic and other societies in 
England and abroad, and an 
honorary member of the Egyptian 
Commisbion for the preservation 
of the monuments of Arab art. 

POPE, General John, was born at 
Kaskasbin, Illinois, in March, 1823. 
He graduated from the TT.S. 
Military Academy at West Point 
in 1812; served in the Mexican 
War, 1846-47: and was in com¬ 
mand of the expedition which 
surveyed the route for the Pacific 
Railway, 1854-59. On the out¬ 
break of the Civil War he was 
made a Brigadier-General of 
Volunteers (May, 18G1), and in 
June, 1862, was given the same 
rank in the regular army, with the 
command of the Army of Virginia. 
Being defeated by General Jackson 
at Manassus iu August, 1862, lie 
resigned his command, and was 
subsequently employed against the 
Indians in tho West. In October, 
1882, ho was made Major-General. 

PORTER, Admiral David Dickson, 
was born in Pennsylvania, June 8, 
1811. He is the youngest son of 
Commodore David Porter,who com¬ 
manded the Essex frigate in the 
war with Great Britain in 1812-11. 
He entered the service as mid¬ 
shipman, in Eeb. 1829, and served 
in the Mediterranean until 1833, 
when he was employed for several 
years in the coast survey and 
river explorations, and became a 
Lieutenant in 1811. At tho close 
of 1815 he was placed on special 
duty at the Observatory at Wash¬ 
ington, which position he resigned 
in 1816, in order to take part in the 
Mexican war. At the outbreak of 
the civil war, in 1861, he was pro¬ 
moted to the rank of Commander, 
and at the beginning of 1862 the 
mortal* fleet for the reduction of 
tlio forts below New Orleans was 
placed under his orders, the entire 
naval force being commanded by 
Commodore Farragut. After the 
capture of Now Orleans he pro¬ 
ceeded up the river with his 
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fleet, and was engaged in the un¬ 
successful siege of Vicksburg, 
which was raised July 22, 1SG2. 
In the summer of 1863, during the 
second siego of Vicksburg, he bom¬ 
barded the works, and rendered 
material assistance to General 
Grant, who commanded the be¬ 
sieging army, until the occupation 
of that stronghold, July -1. For 
this he was made Bear-Admiral. 
Admiral Porter was employed in 
several important expeditions, 
especially in the two combined 
attacks on Poi*t Fisher, which 
commands the approaches to "Wil¬ 
mington, North Carolina. Tho 
first of these, at the close of 1BG4, 
inis-enrried. The second, in Jan., 
i860, was completely successful. 
Admiral Porter was advanced to 
the rank of Vice-Admiral July 25, 
1SGG. From 1S6G to 1870 he" was 
Superintendent of the U. S. Naval 
Academy at Annapolis. On the 
death of Admiral Farragut,Oct. 17j 
1870, he was advanced to the rank 
of Admiral, which carries with it 
the command of the entire navy of 
the United States, subject only to 
the President. His residence is at 
Washington. He has published 
"Incidents and Anecdotes of the 
Civil War;”" Adventures of Harry 
Marline,” and fC Allan. Dare and 
Bobert le Diable,” all appearing in 
18S5. 

PORTER, Josias leslie, D.D., 
LL.D., was born Oct. 4, 1823, at 
Burt, co. Donegal, Ireland, being 
the youngest son of Lieutenant 
William Porter. He was educated 
at the University of Glasgow (B.A. 
1842 i M.A. 1843), afterwards at 
the Univeisity of Edinburgh, and 
the Free Church College. He was 
ordained in the Presbyterian 
Church of England in 184G. Ho 
married, in 1849, Margaret Eniney, 
youngest daughter of tho Bev. 
Henry Cooke, D.D., LL.D.,of Bel¬ 
fast. He went on a mission to 
Syria, in 1849, and travelled exten¬ 
sively through Palestine, Arabia, 
Egypt, Asia Minor, Greece, and 


Algeria, On his return to Ireland, 
he was appointed Professor of Bib¬ 
lical Critioism in the Assembly's 
College, Belfast. He was Modera¬ 
tor of the General Assembly in 
1875. lie was appointed by Parlia¬ 
ment Commissioner of Inter¬ 
mediate Education (Ireland) in 
1878, and nominated by the Crown 
President of Queen's College, Bel¬ 
fast, and Senator of the Queon's 
University in 1879 ; and Senator of 
the Boyal University of Ireland in 
1880. Ho received the hon. degrees 
of D.D. from the University of 
Edinburgh in 18G1; of LL.D. from 
the University of Glasgow in 1801; 
and of D. Lit. from the Queen's 
University in 1881. Ho is the 
author of " Five Years in Damas¬ 
cus” 2 vols.,1855; " Handbook for 
Syria and Palestine,” 1858, and 
subsequent editions j " The Penta¬ 
teuch and the GospelB,” 1SGJ-; 
"The Giant Cities of Bashan,” 
18G5, and subsequent editions; 
"Tho Life and Times of Dr. Cooke,” 
1871, and subsequent editions; 
ft The Pew and Study Bible,” 
1870 f articles in Smith's ft Diction¬ 
ary of the Bible j ” Kitto’s Cyclo¬ 
pedia of Biblical Literature,” 
3rd edit. ; the " Encyclopedia 
Britannica,” 8th edit,; the 
American " Bibliotheca Sacra,” 
and Princeton Review s and Journal 
of Sacred Literature. Dr, Porter 
was largely engaged in organizing 
the great scheme of Intermediate 
Education in Ireland, when he was 
appointed Commissioner by Her 
Majesty’s Government j and in 
arranging the courses and pre¬ 
paring the programme of examina¬ 
tions for the Boyal University, in 
which he has been from tho first a 
member of the Standing Com¬ 
mittee of the Senate. 

POSTER, Noah, D.D., LL.D,, 
was born at Farmington, Connecti¬ 
cut, Dec. 14,1811. A.B. (YaleColl,), 
1831, He taught in schools at New 
Haven from 1831 to 1833, and was 
a tutor at Yale from 1833 to 1835, 
studying theology at the same

time. In 1836 he was ordained 
pastor of the Congregational 
Church at Now Milford, Connecti¬ 
cut, and in 1843 was settled at 
Spring hold, Massachusetts. He 
returned to Yale as professor of 
metaphysics and moral philosophy 
in 1846, and on the resignation of 
Dr. WooWy in 1871 was elected 
president of Yale. He is author 
of “Historical discourses,' 3 1810; 
" The Educational Systems of the 
Purituna and the Jesuits Com¬ 
pared, 33 1851: " The Human Intel¬ 
lect/ 3 1S6S; ' f Books and Heading, 33 
1870; " American Colleges and the 
American Public/ 3 1870; "Ele¬ 
ments of Intellectual Philosophy/ 3 
1871 j " The Science of Nature 
versus the Science of Man/ 3 1871; 
" Science and Sentiment/ 3 1882; 
“ Elements of Moral Science/ 3 
1885; " Bishop George Berkeley/ 3 
1S80; and “ Kant’s Ethics/ 3 1886. 
Dr. Porter has been the principal 
editor of the latest revised editions 
of “Webster’s Dictionary/> (18G1 
and 1880), of which a new one is 
now in preparation. He recently 
tendered his resignation of the 
presidency of Yale College. 

POTT, The Veu. Alfred, B.D., 
born at Norwood, Surrey, Sept. 30, 
1822, was educated at Eton, and at 
Bolliol and Magdalen Colleges, Ox¬ 
ford. He was appointed Vicar of 
Cuddesdon in 1852; first Principal 
of the Theological College there in 
1853; Rector of East Hendred, 
Berks, in 1S58; Vicar of Abingdon 
in 18G8; Archdeacon of Berkshire 
in 1870; Chaplain to tlio Bishop of 
Oxford in 1673; Vicar of Cliiton 
Hampden, Oxfordshire, in 1874; 
and Vicar of Sonning, Berks, in 1882; 
Archdeacon Pott is the author of 
" Confirmation Lectures/ 3 1850 ; 
" Village Sermons,” 1867; and 
several "charges,” sermons, and 
tracts. 

POTTER, George, was horn at 
Kenilworth in 1832, He was ap- 
pr enticed to a carpenter and joiner 
at Coventry, where he worked seve¬ 
ral years alter he had learned his 


trade. He came to London in IB53, 
and obtained employment as a 
journeyman joiner in the large firm 
of Myers and 8on, after which ho 
worked at several large firms, and, 
as an experienced mechanic, always 
obtaining the highest wages. In 
1857 the workmen in the building 
trades started an agitation for a 
reduction in their hours of labour, 
and Mr. Potter was seat as a dele¬ 
gate to represent the carpenters and 
joiners, when he soon attracted 
attention by his argumentative 
and practical speeches, and sub¬ 
sequently he was elected Secre¬ 
tary. The great lock-out in the 
building trades of Aug. 1859, oc¬ 
curred, and he was called from his 
trade to conduct the movement on 
behalf of the workmen. During 
the contest, which lasted twenty- 
seven weeks, Mr. Potter gave great 
satisfaction to the men by the tact 
and judgment which he displayed, 
l and the manner in which he brought 
about the withdrawal of the "odious 
document/ 3 by the employers. After 
this Mr. Potter established the Bee¬ 
hive, an organ of labour on behalf 
of working-men. The paper after¬ 
wards changed its name to the !/i- 
dmtrial Review. Mr. Potter has 
taken part in all the social and 
political movements of the working 
classes during the last twenty 
years, and his services were recog¬ 
nised by the working-men of 
London and tha country in 18C6, 
when they presented him with an 
address and a purse containing 
JB300. In 1873 he was elected a 
member of the London School 
Board, and was re-elected in 1876. 
At the general election of 1874, he 
was an unsuccessful candidate for 
the representation of Peterborough. 
He is the author of articles on 
Capital and Labour, and Trades’ 
Unions and Co-operation; and is 
now publishing a series of social 
and political “ Tracts for the Peo¬ 
ple, which are being largely cir¬ 
culated. 

POTTER, The Right. Rev. Henry 
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Codman, D.D., LL.D., son of the 
lato Bishop of Pennsylvania, and 
nephew of the Bishop of New 
York, was bom at Schenectady, 
New York, May 25, 1835. He 
graduated from Union College, 
Schenectady, and from tho Theo¬ 
logical Seminary of Alexandria, 
Virginia (1857). His first rector¬ 
ship was in a small village (Greens- 
burgk) in Pennsylvania, from 
which he went to St. John’s Church, 
Troy, N.Y., and afterwards to 
Boston. In 1808 he became rector 
of Grace Church, New York, where 
he remained until 1883, when he 
was consecrated Assistant Bishop 
of New York. He lias published 
“ Sisterhoods and ‘Deaconesses/ 1 
1872 j “The Gates of the East/’ 
1876; and “ Sermons of the City/ 1 
1880, besides ft number of sermons 
and discourses. 

POUYER - QUERTIER, Augustin 
Thomas, a French statesman, was 
horn Sept. 3, 1820, at Etouttevillo- 
en-Caux (Seine-Infericure), and 
became a largo manufacturer. In 
1851, he was olected Mairo of 
Fleury-sur-Andelle, which he alto 
represented in the Conseil Gene¬ 
ral. Subsequently he became a 
member of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce at Rouen; administrator of 
the Bank of France (branch of the 
Soine-Inf erieure); and President of 
the committee formed for the relief 
of the workmen engaged in the 
manufacture of cotton. In 1857 
and 1863 he was elected a Deputy 
in the Corps Legislate? in the 
government interest for the first 
circonscription for the department 
of the Seine-Inferieuro. M. Pou- 
yer-Quortier rendered himself very 
conspicuous by the pertinacity with 
which he opposed the dootrines of 
Free Trade, especially as applied to 
the Treaty of Commerce with Eng¬ 
land, and by his unsparing expo¬ 
sure of the abuses of the great 
financial and railway companies in 
France. In consequence he lost 
the support of the government, and 
at the general election of May, 


1869, failed to secure his re-elec¬ 
tion. After the fall of the empire, 
M. Pouyor-Quertier was returned 
to the National Assembly, and was 
intrusted by M. Thiers with the 
conduct of the negotiations with 
Germany respecting the Alsace- 
Lorraine treaties, which, in Oct. 
1871, lie brought to a successful 
issue. He was promoted to be a 
Grand Officer of the Legion of 
Honour, Oct. 20, 1871. Ho was 
elected a Senator in Jan. 1876, and 
was re-elected when his term of 
office expired in 1882. 

POYNTER, Edward John, R.A., 
was born at Pans, Mai’di 20, 1836, 
being son of Mr. Ambrose Poynter, 
architect. Ho was educated at 
Westminster School, and at Ips¬ 
wich Grammar School: afterwards 
he studied art in English schools 
from 185 J to L83G, and under 
Gleyrc in Paris from 1856 to 1859. 
IIq was made an Associate of tho 
Royal Academy in Jan. 1869; a 
member of the Belgian Water- 
Colonr Society, in 3871; unci was 
appointed Slade Professor of Art 
at University College, Gower 
Street, London, in May, 1871, the 
appointment being renewed in 1S73 
for four years. He was elected^ a 
Royal Academician, Juno 29, 1876. 
Mr. Poynter exhibited at the Royal 
Academy,“Israel in Egypt/ 1 1807; 
“The Catapult/ 1 1868; “Perseus 
and Andromeda/ 1 1S72; ef More of 
More Hall and the Dragon/ 1 1873 ; 
“Rhodope/ 1 1871; “ The Festival/’ 
and “The Golden Ago/ 1 1875; 
“Atalanta’s Race/ 1 1876; “The 
Fortune-Teller/ 1 his diploma pic¬ 
ture, 1877; "Zcnobia Captive," 
1878; and “ Diaduinene/ 1 1885. 
This picture was one of those which 
offered a text to the memorable 
discussion upon the morality of the 
nude in art which enlivened tho 
season of 1885. Mr. Poynter also 
painted cai’toons for the mosaic of 
St. George in the Westminster 
Palace, 1809; designed the archi¬ 
tectural and tile decorations for 
the grill-room at South Kensing- 
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ton, 18HS-7U; painted a fresco in 
St. Stephen’s Church, Dulwich, 
1872-3; and has exhibited many 
other smaller works in the Academy 
and Dudley Water-Colour Exhi¬ 
bition, and at the Royal Water 
Colour Society, of which he is a 
member. For several years he was 
Director for Art and Principal of 
the National Art Training School 
at South Kensington, but he re¬ 
signed that office in July, 1881, 
though he consented to continue 
his connection with the Depart¬ 
ment as Visitor of the Training 
School, lie is the author of '• Ten 
Lectures on Art/’ 1870. 

PRENDERGAST, Lieut-General 
Sir Harry North Dalrymple, V.C., 
K.C.B., bom October 15, 1834 
served with the Sappers and Miners 
in Persia in 1857; was present 
at the bombardment of Mohum- 
rah, and served with the Malwa 
Field Force. At Calpee he gained 
his brevet majority and the Vic¬ 
toria Cross for conspicuous bravery 
on Sept. 2,1850, at Mundisore, In 
the Abyssinian War he commanded 
the detachment of three companies 
of Madras Sappers and Miners. He 
was Field Engineer during the ad¬ 
vance, and was present at the action 
before Magdala. During Lord 
Ripon’s Viceroyalty he was ap¬ 
pointed an honorary Aide-de- 
camp, and has since held a com¬ 
mand in Madras, When the 
ultimatum was dispatched to King 
Theebaw, and it was seen that 
war with Upper Burundi was in¬ 
evitable, ho was appointed to the 
command of the expeditionary 
force, and lost no time in dispatch¬ 
ing his troops to the frontier. On 
the King’s refusal to the terms 
proposed, General Pr undergas t 
issued a proclamation declaring 
that as no improvement could be 
hoped for in the "condition of affairs 
in Upper Burmah, the Government 
of India had decided that his Ma¬ 
jesty should cease to Tcign/’ He 
reached Mandalay on Nov, 28,1885, 
rind with his troops surrounded the 


city and palace. The next day 11m 
King surrendered. General Pro n der- 
gast was created a U.B. in May, 
1875, and EX\B. December, 1SS5. 

PRESSENSE, Edmond de, D.D., 
a Protestant iainister,born at Paris, 
-Tan 27, 1821, pursued his studies 
in that city, at Lausanne, under 
Professor Vine!, and at the Univer¬ 
sity of Halle and Berlin. On his 
return to Paris he was appointed 
pastor of the Taitbont Glia pel, where 
he soon gained a high reputation as 
a preacher. He received the degree 
of D.D. from the University of 
Breslau in 1803. He sat in the 
National Assembly as a deputy for 
the department of the Seme from 
July, 1871, till the close of the year 
1875, and he was elected a Life 
Senator, Nov. 17, 1SS3. Of his 
numerous works the following have 
been translated into English:—

PRESTWICH, Joseph, MA. t 
F.R.S., the descendant of an old 
Lancashire family, was born at 
Pensbury, Clapham, near London, 
March 12,1812. He was educated 
at various preparatory schools, and 
in Paris, and finally at University 
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College, London. His tastes would 
have led him to choose a pro¬ 
fession, hut circumstances obliged 
him to engage in active busi¬ 
ness in the City. Mr. Prestwieh's 
first works were papers on the 
Gamric Ichthyolites, and Shells in 
the Till of Banffshire, and on the 
Geology of Coalbrook Hale, pub¬ 
lished in the Transactions of the 
G-eological Society, 1835 ; this was 
followed by a sories of papers on 
Tertiary Geology, published in the 
Journal of the Geological Society, 
and by two papers on the Quater¬ 
nary beds of the valley of the 
Somme, published in the Philoso¬ 
phical Transactions, in which he 
was the first to show on sufficient 
geological evidence the certainty of 
the fact, so often and so unsuccess¬ 
fully brought forward by many 
observers on tho Continent and in 
this country, of the Contempora¬ 
neity of man with the extinct mam¬ 
malia. He is also the author of 
a little work on the geology of the 
neighbourhood of London, entitled 
" The Ground beneath us,” as well 
as of a more elaborate work, <f The 
Water-bearing Strata of the Coun¬ 
try around London.” In 1819 the 
G eological Society awarded him the 
Wollaston Medal for his researches 
on the Coalfield of Coalbrook Dale, 
and those on the tertiary districts 
of London and Hampshire. In 1865 
the Royal Society awarded him a 
Royal Medal for his contributions 
to geological science, and more 
especially for liis paper in the 
Philosophical Transactions rf On tho 
Occurrence of Flint Implements 
associated with the remains of 
animals of extinct species in beds 
of a late geologicalperiod in France 
and in England;" and that ff On 
the Theoretical Considerations on 
the Conditions under which the 
Drift deposits containing the re¬ 
mains of extinct Mammalia and 
Flint Implements were accumu¬ 
lated, and on their geological age.” 
He served on the Royal Coal Com¬ 
mission of 1866, for which he drew 


up two of the separate reports; and 
on the Royal Commission on Water 
Supply of 1867. He was President 
of the Geological Society 1870-72 j 
Vice-President of tho Royal Society 
1870-71, In 1872 he retired from 
business. In 1871* the Institution 
of Civil Engineers awarded him a 
Telford Medal and Premium for 
His paper on tho " Geological Condi¬ 
tions affecting the Construction of 
a Tunnel between England and 
France.” He was appointed Pro¬ 
fessor of Geology at Oxford, June 
29, 1874, in succession to the late 
Professor Phillips, and his iuau- 
gural lecture was published under 
the title of ff Tlio Past and Future 
of Geology,” 1875. In 1S76, in 
investigating the conditions for a 
better water-supply, he pointed out 
that there was under Oxford an 
abundant source of mineral water, 
allied to, but stronger than thoso of 
Cheltenham and Leamington. In 
1876 also his elaborate paper on 
" Submarine Temperatures,”which 
reviewed all that had been done 
before the Challenger expedition, 
appeared in the PhilosophicalTrans- 
actions. The vexata questio of the

engaged his attention, and this was 
followed by several other x>aperR, 
amongst which may be mentioned 
those on <f Underground Tempera¬ 
tures ” and on rf Volcanic Action.” 
In 1885 he was elected by the In¬ 
stitute of France a Correspon ding 
Member of the Academy of Sciences.

PRICE, The Rev. Bartholomew, 
M.A., F.R.S., son of the late Rev, 
William Price, rector of Coin St. 
Dennis, Gloucestershire, where he 
was born in 1818, was educated at 
Pembroke College, Oxford, and gra¬ 
duated B.A. in 1840, taking fist- 
class honours in mathematics. Ho 
was elected Fellow of his college, 
and was afterwards appointed 
Tutor, and has several times been 
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one of the Public Examiners in Royal Commission on Agriuultmul

His political 
views are developed in his work, 
" Le Droit du Travail,” published 
in 1848, and he addressed “The 
bettor of the Jersey Exiles to the 
Queen of England,” after the 
return of Her Majesty from her 
visit to France in 1855. He was 
tried for some political offence 
before tho Correctional Police in 
Paris, and was sentenced pa r coatu - 
mace to a fine and imprisonment in 
18GZ. Soon after the establishment 
of the Republic in 18/0, he returned 
to Paris, and became one of the 
leaders of the Communistj, and 
the editor of several revolutionary 
journals, such a s the Combat and the 
Vcngctir.

In 
March, 1873, he was condemned to 
death, par contumace, having been 
indicted for incitement to civil war, 
partisanship in the insurrection of 
the Commune, and complicity in 
the massacre of the hostages. The 
amnesty of July 14,1880, permitted 
him to return to Paris. 

PYNE, Louisa (Madomu Bodda- 
Pvne), a popular English singer, 
daughter of a well-known singer, 
Mr. O. Pyno, and niece of tho late 
Mr. James Pyne, hom in 1832, was 
at a very early age the pupil of 
Sir George Smart, and made her 
first appearance about 1812. She 
eang in Paris with great success in 
1817, appeared in opera in 1819, 
performed at the Royal Italian 
Opera in 1851, and visited the 
United States, whore she was 
enthusiastically received in 1851.

RAFF, Joseph Joachim, musical 
composer, -was born at Lachen, on 
the Lake of Zurich, May 27, 1822, 
and received his early education 
at Wiessenstotteu, in Wurtemborg, 
and afterwards at tho Jesuit 
Lyceum of Schwyz, where he 
obtained the first prizes in Ger¬ 
man, Latin, and mathematics. 
Want of means compelled liim to 
give up his classical studies and 
become a schoolmaster, but though 
unable to afford a teacher he mado 
such progress in music that in 1813 
Mendelssohn gavo him an intro¬ 
duction to the firm of Breitkopf 
and Hurtel, who first brought his 
compositions before the public. 
Amidst great privation he worked 
steadily on, and at length attracted 
the notice of Liszt, who took him 
on a concert tour. In 1816 
Mendelssohn invited him to be¬ 
come his pupil, but died before the 
project could be carried out. He 
remained at Cologne, and occupied 
himself in muting critiques for 
Delm’s CO cilia. Later ho published 
"Die Wagnerfrago,” a pamphlet 
which excited considerable atten¬ 
tion. In 1850 ho went to Weimar, 
to be near Liszt, and here liis opera 
w Kdnig Alfred” was first per¬ 
formed at the Court Theatre, In 
1856 he went to Wiesbaden, and 
became a highly successful teacher 
of the pianoforte. In 1838 ho 
composed his second violin-sonata, 
and the incidental music for 
w Benhard von Weimar/’ the over¬ 
ture of which speedily became a 
favourite, and was much played 
throughout Germany.

RABSAM, Hormuzd, was bom 
in 1820, ftt Mowul, in Northern 
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Mesopotamia, on the hank of the 
Tigris opposite the site of ancient 
Nineveh. In 1813 he joined Mr. 
Layard to assist him in his As¬ 
syrian researches, and lived with 
him as his friend and guest for 
more than two years. When Mr. 
Layard returned to England in 
1817 Mr. Bassmn came 'with him to 
complete his studies at Oxford, but 
at tho end of 1819 he was sent out 
by the British Museum authorities 
to assist Mr. Layard in his second 
undertaking. The history of this 
mission was published by Mr. 
Layard, in his tf * Nineveh and 
Babylon.” The trustees having 
determined to carry on further re¬ 
searches, Mr. Layard commissioned 
Mr. Bassam to succeed li iin. During 
this expedition Mr. Bns&am disco¬ 
vered in Ninevoli the palace of 
Assur-Beui-Pal, who is commonly 
known by the name of Snrdanapa- 
lus, in which there were found the 
beautiful sculptures representing 
the lion hunt, now in the British 
Museum, with many other remark- 
aide antiquities relating to the 
history of the Assyrian Monarchy. 
The funds available for the re¬ 
searches having come to an eud, 
Mr. Bassam returned to England 
in 1851. After this he held a poli¬ 
tical appointment at Aden, When 
the quarrel took place in 18(11 be¬ 
tween the Ininm of Muscat, and his 
brother, the Sultan of Zanzibar,Mr. 
Rfttsam was chosen hy Lord Elphin- 
fetonc, the Governor of Bombay, to 
represent the British Government 
at Muscat while the Governor- 
General of India was trying to act 
as a mediator between the brothers. 
He also received the special thanks 
of the Supreme Government of 
India, with a substantial present 
for the services he rendered to the 
State during tlie Indian mutiny. 
When the news reached the Foreign 
Office in 18Gi that Consul Cameron 
and other European gentlemen had 
been imprisoned and ill-treated by 
Theodore, King of Abyssinia, Mr. 
Bassam was chosen by the British 


Government to proceed to the court 
of that monarch with a letter from 
tho Queen asking for the release of 
the captives. He accordingly went 
to Massowah, the port of Abyssinia, 
whence he wrote to Theodore for 
a safe conduct; and after having 
waited there more than a year, ho 
was invited by the king to proceed 
to his court. Mr. Bassam was 
accompanied by Lieutenant Pri- 
deaux and Dr. Blanc, of the Bom¬ 
bay army, and they were received 
with every mark of distinction and 
honour. It seemed at one time 
that Mr. Eassain’s missiou would 
be crowned with success, hut 
through Theodore's eccentricity, 
coupled with intrigue from other 
quarters, it was doomed to disap¬ 
pointment. Hopeful as Mr. Pas- 
sam was at first of procuring tho 
liberation of Consul Cameron and 
the other captives, he was himself 
arrested with his suite, and the 
three were sent as prisoners 'with 
the old captives to Magdala, where 
they were kept in chains for nearly 
two years. After the old captives. 
Consul Cameron and his fellow 
prisoners, had undergone about 
four years’ rigorous confinement— 
and Mr. Pass am and his companions 
shared their fate for nearly two 
years and a half—they were ulti¬ 
mately set free by Theodore on the 
Easter Eve of 18G8, after his defeat 
the day before by the British force 
under the command of Sir Bobert 
Napier, at Arogay, below Magdala. 
Mr. Bassam published a narrative 
of the " British Mission to Theo¬ 
dore, King of Abyssinia, with 
Notices of the Country traversed 
from Massowah through the Sou¬ 
dan, the Amhara, and back to 
Amnesty Bay from Magdala,” 
2 vols., London, 1869. In 1S7G he 
was selected by the trustees of the 
British Museum to conduct the 
Assyrian Explorations under a Fir¬ 
man granted to him by the Ottoman 
Government, through the influence 
of Sir Henry Layard, who was then 
acting as Her Majesty’s ambassador 
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atC ’oh s tantinoplo. From that time 
until July, 188:2, he conducted the 
British National Arehceologieal re- 
sen relies in Assyria, Anoenin, and 
Babylonia ; during which time he 
succeeded in securing for the 
British Museum important relics 
connected with the history of those 
three gre.it ancient kingdoms, 
amongst which lie discovered in a 
mu all mound called “ BaUnat/’ in 
the vicinity of Nineveh, a maguiti- 
eent pair of bronze gates, twenty 
feet high, forming a memorial of 
the wars of Shalmenesai* III., b.c. 
S50. The rich embossed bronzes 
are now in the British Museum. 
He also discovered, amongst other 
sites, the great cities of Sippara, or 
Seplinrvaini, and Cuthah, situated 
in Southern Mesopotamia. During 
the Turko-Eussian war lie was sent 
by the British Foregn Office on a 
special mission to A*ift Minor, 
Armenia, and Knrdistnn, to inquire 
into the condition of the different 
Christian communities, who were 
baid to be maltreated by their 
Moslem fellow countrymen. 

RAWLINS ON, The Rev. George, 
M.A., son of A. T. Eawlinson, 
Esq., of Clmdliugion, Oxon., born 
about 1815, was educated at 
Swansea Grammar School, and at 
Ealing School; entered Trinity 
College, Oxford, in 1835; took a 
first class in classics in 1S38; and 
was elected a Fellow of Exeter 
College in 1840. He obtained the 
Donyor prize for a Theological 
Essay in 1842, and again in 18 J 3 ;

RAWLINSOR - , Sir Henry Cres- 
wioke, K.C.B., F.R.S., brother of 
the Rev. George Rawlinson, born 
at Ghndlington, Oxfordshire, in 
1810, was educated at Ealing School, 
served in the Bombay army from 
1827 till 183 3, was sent to Persia 
in Nov. 1833, and between that 
time and Deo. 1S30, was actively 
employed in various parts of that 
country. He held high commands, 
and did good service in re-organ¬ 
izing a body of Persian troops. 
When the rupture with Persia 
compelled our officers to withdraw 
from that country, he proceeded 
through Scinde to Afghanistan, 
and in June, 1840, was appointed 
political agent at Kandahar, having 
been previously under orders for 
Khiva to meet Pcrofsky’s expedi¬ 
tion then on the march. Through¬ 
out the troubles that ensued lie 
hold the southern capital of the 
Afghans safe from all intrigues 
within and attacks without, and 
was repeatedly mentioned by Gen. 
Nott lor his services in the field. 
He returned with the avenging 
army through Cabul and the 
Punjaub to India, to reappear in 
1843, on the ground he had before 
occupied, but as political agent in 
Turkish Arabia. In March, 18 li, 
he was appointed Consul for 
Bagdad j iu 1800, was promoted to 
the rank of Lieul.-Col. in Turkey j 
in 1861, was made Consul-General, 
resigning his post in Feb. 1856, 
and was made a Director of the 
East-India Company, and K.C.B. 
in 1856, and a Member of the 
Council of India from Sept. 1858, 
to the following April, when he 
was sent as Envoy to the court of 
Teheran, with the local rank of 
Major-General. Sir Henry, who 
is a F.R.S., Honorary D.C.L. of 
Oxford, and LL.D. of Cambridge, 
a Chevalier of the "Order of 
Merit ^ in Prussia, and Corre¬ 
sponding Member of the French 
Institute, is the author of various 


papers on the antiquities of the 
East, and on the interpretation 
of the cuneiform inscriptions of 
Persia, Assyria, and Babylonia, in 
the Journals of the Geographical 
and Asiatic Societies; also of 
u England and Russia in the East: 
a senes of papers on the Political 
and Geographical Condition of 
Central Asia/* 1875. He was 
Member for Reignte, in the Lib¬ 
eral interest, from Feb. to Sept. 
185S, and was returned for Promo 
at the general election in July, 
1805. Having represented this 
borough for three years, he with¬ 
drew at the general election in 
18G8, and was re-appointed a 
Member of the Council of India. 
He was appointed a Trustee of the 
British Museum, in the place of 
the late Sir David Dundas, in 
March, 1878. On May 25, 1882, he 
was elected a iorcign honorary 
member of the Vienna Imperial 
Academy of Sciences in place of 
the late Mr. Darwin. 

BAWUNSON, Sir Robert, C.B., 
civil engineer, bom in Bristol, Feb. 
28,1810, is the son of Thomas Raw- 
linson, of Chorley, Lancashire, and 
Grace Ellice, of Exeter, Devonshire. 
Mr. Rawlin sou’s father being a 
mason and builder at Chorley, the 
son learned the practical part of 
the business there, and in 1831 
entered, under Jesse Hartley, C.E., 
the Liverpool Dock Engineer’s 
office, and in 1836 passed on to 
the Bliswortk Contract (London 
and Birmingham Railway), under 
Robert Stephenson, C.E. On the 
completion of this line of railway 
Mr. Rawlineon returned to Liver¬ 
pool, and became assistant-surveyor 
to the corporation, remaining up 
to the end of 1811 ; then for three 
years ho was engineer to the 
Bridgwater Canal, In 1847 he 
devised a scheme to supply Liver¬ 
pool with sixty million gallons of 
pure water per day, to be brought 
by an aqueduct from Bala Lake 
and the district in North Wales. 
This project was, however, con- 
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sidered at the time too grand for 
tlie town. He also partly designed 
and executed St. George’s Hall, 
Liverpool. In the autumn of 1848 
Mr. Rawlinson was appointed by 
the government of the day one of 
the first superintendent inspectors 
under the Public Health Act. Iu 
the spring of 1855 he was sent as 
Engineer ingSanitaiyCommiEsiuner 
to the British Army in the East. 
The commissioners landed at Con¬ 
stantinople, March G, 1853, and 
at the harbour of Balaclava on 
April 3. Works were begun im¬ 
mediately, both at the great hos¬ 
pitals situate on the Bosphorus and 
at the camp in the Crimea, such 
as cleansing, ventilating, and fur¬ 
nishing purer water. The returns 
from the four great hospitals on the 
Bosphorus, containing upwards of 
4,000 sick British soldiers, showed, 
March 17, 1835, an average rate of 
mortality equal to 8*61 per cent, 
per month of the sick, which mor¬ 
tality was reduced by Juno 30 of 
the same year to 1*01 per cent, per 
month. In the Crimea, during the 
winter (1831-53) previous to the 
advent of the Sanitary Commission, 
the losses in some regiments at the 
front had ranged for three months 
as high as seventy per cent., a mor¬ 
tality unexampled even iu the worst 
of any former wars j by the end of 
this summer (1833) the entire Bri¬ 
tish army iu the Crimea was placed 
in a better state of health, and had 
a lower rate of mortality than it 
had ever experienced in barracks 
at home. Under the supervision 
of sanitary committees established 
upon this Crimean pattern, the 
average mortality in the British 
army has, since 1858, been reduced 
about one-lmlf, that is, from 17*3 
per 1,000 to below 8*0 per 1,000 per 
annum. Sir R. Rawlinson has 
received acknowledgments and 
thanks for his services and reports 
on Army sanitation from the secre¬ 
tary of the Sanitary Commission of 
North America at the termination 
of their civil war, from the Em¬ 


peror of Germany, Prince Bismarck, 
and Count Moltke. Waterworks, on 
the English plan, have been exe¬ 
cuted, under Mr. Rawlinson’s di¬ 
rections, for Hong Kong and Singa¬ 
pore, A great social question was 
entrusted to Mr. Rawlinson during 
the Cotton Famine, caused by the 
American War. In 1S6-3 he was sent 
to Lancashire by Lord Palmerston’s 
Government, as Engineer Commis¬ 
sioner to organize, under Mr. Vil- 
liers, M.P., President of the Puor 
Law Board, "Work for Wages” 
amongst the distressed cotton ope¬ 
ratives. Sanitary works were car¬ 
ried out simultaneously in ninety- 
three towns and places within the 
distressed cotton districts. Mr. 
Rawlinson, having practically 
proved that Government could 
profitably lend money at 3J per 
cent, for town improvements 
and sanitary works generally, 
strongly advocated the extension of 
the practice to all cases, and conse¬ 
quently an Act is now in force under 
the powers of which the Exchequer 
Loan Commissioners can advance 
money to any Urban or Rural Sani¬ 
tary Authority for terms oxtending 
to GO years—30 years at 3J per cent., 
40 years at 3^ per cent,, and 60 
years and upwards at 4 per cent. 
Up to the present date, repayments 
of loans with interest have been 
made without loss in any instance. 
Mr. Rawlinson has served on seve¬ 
ral royal commissions, na chairman 
on the Royal Commission for in¬ 
quiring into and reporting on the 
Pollution of Rivers, as chshman of 
the Royal Commission for inquiring 
and reporting on the improve¬ 
ment of the sanitary condition of 
Dublin, and special Government 
inquiries, and is a member of the 
Aimy Sanitary Committee, which 
considers all questions connected 
with barracks, hospitals, and sta¬ 
tions for the army, both at homo, 
in India, and wherever British 
soldiers are stationed. He was 
decorated with the civil companion¬ 
ship of the Bath (1863), and is at 
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present Chief Engineering Inspec¬ 
tor under the Local Government 
Board* and Commissioner to grant 
Certificates under the Rivers Pollu¬ 
tion Prevention Act. He received 
the honour of knighthood, Aug. 23, 
1883. 

RECIiUS, Jean Jacques Elisee, 
a French geographical writer, the 
son of a Protestant minister, was 
horn at Sainto-Foy-la-Grande (Gi¬ 
ronde),March 15,1830, and educated 
in Rhenish Prussia. Ho studied at 
the Protestant College nt Mont- 
auban, and then ai the University 
of Berlin, where he was a pupil 
of K. Ritter’s. Holding extreme 
democratic opinions, he loft Franco 
after the coup d’t'tat of Doc. 2,1831, 
and travelled from 1832 to 1837 in 
England,Iroland, the United States, 
Central America, and Now Granada, 
whero he stayed several years. On 
his return to Paris ho communicated 
to the Revue des Deux Mancie'S, the 
Tour clu Monde, and other periodi¬ 
cals, the results of his voyages and 
geographical researches. M. Roclus 
is the author of " Guide it Lonclres,” 
18G0 ; "Voyage d la Sierra Nevada 
de Saint-Martlie,” 1801 ; Los 
Villes d’Hirer de la Mcditerrance 
et les Alpos-Marilimes,” 1SG1; a 
very valuable introduction to the 
’‘Dictionnairo des Communes de la 
France,” 1SG4, 2nd edit., 18G9; 
and above all, “ La Terre,” a magni¬ 
ficent work on physical geography, 
the English edition of which, en¬ 
titled " The Earth,” has passed 
through two editions. Unfortu¬ 
nately, 3VL Keclus did not confine 
himself to scientific studies, but 
wrote also in various socialist 
organs. When the insurrection of 
March 18,187l,broke out, M. Reclus, 
after publishing an eloquent appeal 
to his countrymen iu favour of con¬ 
ciliation, flung in his lot with the 
Commune, and was taken prisoner 
by the Versailles troops as early as 
April 5, while making a reconnais¬ 
sance near Chatillon. At his trial, 
evidence was given iu his favour by 
M. E* Chart on, a deputy in the 


National Assembly, and the editor 
of several works on geography. M. 
Nadar, the well-known aeronaut, 
under whom the prisoner had served 
during the siego of Paris, also spoke 
to his high character and great 
scientific attainments. But M. Re¬ 
ctus was nevertheless sentenced to 
transj^oriation for life (Nov. 187J). 
His sentence was, however, com¬ 
muted into one of banishment in 
Feb. 1872. Ho subsequently re¬ 
sided at Lugano, in Switzerland. 
He was admitted to the benefit of 
the amnesty in March, 1879. Tn 
1 SK2 he gained fresh notoriety as 
ilio practical initiator of the Anti- 
Marriage Movement; and two of 
his own daughters were actually 
c * married" in his own fashion 
Without any religious or civil cere¬ 
mony. Thu third volume of his 
“ Geographic Univoraclle ” was 
published in 1877. 

REDGRAVE, Richard, R.A., son 
of a manufacturer, in whose count¬ 
ing-house lie passed liis earlier 
years, chiefly employed in making 
designs and working-drawings, be¬ 
sides occasionally sketching from 
nature, was bom in Pimlico, April 
30, 1804. He began to study from 
the marbles in the British Museum 
in 1822, was admitted a student in 
the Royal Academy in 182G, anti 
about this time w.i** forced to eke 
out his resources by teaching land¬ 
scape drawing. He twice com¬ 
peted, but without success, for the 
Academy’s gold medal, having been 
defeated on the second occasion by 
Macliso. A picture exhibited at 
the British Institution, f * Gulliver 
on the Farmer’s Table,” bought for 
the purposG of engraving, -was his 
first success. His next effort,' * Ellon 
Orford,” from Crabbe, rejected at 
the Institution, was lmng fC on the 
line ” at the Academy in 1838,and at 
once purchased. It was followed by 
"Quintiu M atsys/ ’ "Olivia's Re turn 
to her Parents,” in 1R39; and "The 
Reduced Gentleman's Daughter,” 
in 1840* Tn the same year he was 
elected an Associate, and amongst 


many other works produced " The 
Castle-builder/* 1811; " Tlie Poor 
Teacher,” 1813; " The Sempstress,” 
and "The Wedding Morning—the 
Departure,” 1814 ; "The Sover- 
nesV* IS 13; '‘Sunday Morning/* 
IS 1C. In 1812, and in 1S1G, he ex¬ 
hibited landsc ipo3 at the Academy. 
His best known 'works are— 
*■ Happy Sheep/’ " The Moor-hen’s 
Haunt/* 1817; “ Tho Solitary Pool/’ 
1819; "The Evelyn Woods/* 1830; 
"The Poet’s Study/* 1831; "Tho 
Forest Portal/’ 1833; “ An Old- 
Engliah Homestead,” 1834; and 
“ The Midwood Shade.” Mean¬ 
while he tried hia hand oil several 
figure-pieces of higher preten¬ 
sions, such as "The Attiring of 
U-riselda/* 1850; "The Flight into 
Egypt/* 1831; in which year Mr. 
Redgrave was elected R.A. In 
conjunction with Mr. H. Cole, he 
formed the Museum of Ornamental 
Art at Marlborough House, in¬ 
creased under their joint charge 
into the Museum of Art at South 
Ken&ington. In 1831 Mr. Redgrave 
was named one of the jnrors on the 
section of Fine Arts, and wrote a 
report on the general state of De¬ 
sign as applied to manufactures in 
the Ur eat Exhibition. Tho arrange¬ 
ments for representing British Art 
in the Paris Universal Exhibition 
of 1835 were intrusted to him, and 
lie drew up a similar report, when 
the Cross of the Legion of Honour 
wasbestowedupon him. In 1838 Her 
Majesty appointed him surveyor of 
Crown pictures, and he has since 
been engaged in preparing a com¬ 
plete catalogue of all such works of 
art belonging to the Crown. These 
labours led to the preparation, in 
conjunction with his brother, Mr, 
18. Redgrave, of a history of British 
art, from the time of Hogarth, 
under the title of "A Century of 
Pointers/* 1SGG. LLe was after¬ 
wards enabled, by gifts to, and 
purchases on the part of, the nation, 
to form an historical collection of 
water-colour paintings at the Ken¬ 
sington Museum. Sir. Redgrave 


resigned his appointment as keeper 
of the Royal pictures, and his con¬ 
nection with tho Department of 
Science and Art in 1S80. His more 
recent pictures, exhibited at the 
Academy, are : —" Sermons in 
Stone*/’ “Startled Foresters/' and 
"Tranquil Waters/* IS? 1; "Starl¬ 
ing for a Holiday/’ '* The Wreck 
of the Forest/* and "The Mill 
Pool,” 1873; "Calling tho Sheep 
to Fold," "To Market below the 
Hill/* and "The Oak of the Mill 
Head/’ 1S7G ; « Deserted,” " Help 
at Hand/’ and “ A Well-spring in 
the Forest/* 1877 ; "The Heir come 
of Age/’ and "Friday Street, Wot- 
ton/’ 1878. 

READ, Clare Sewell, a distin¬ 
guished agriculturist, bom at Ket- 
teringham in 1S2G, is tho eldest 
son of Ueorgo Pearl, Esq., of Bar¬ 
ton Bendish Hull, Norfolk. He 
entered Parliament in 1805 in the 
Conservative interest, as a member 
for East Norfolk, and was one of 
the most prominent advocates of 
the reduction of the Malt Tax. 
After the dissolution in 18G8 he 
was returned for the southern sec¬ 
tion of the country, and continued 
to represent that constituency un¬ 
til 1885. In 187 i ho was appointed 
Parliamentary Secretary of the 
Local Board, a position he retained 
until January, 1S7G, when he re¬ 
signed on account of a difference of 
opinion upon the question of In¬ 
spection and Restrictions in Ire¬ 
land, for the prevention of the 
spread of pleuro-pneumonift and 
foot - and - mouth disease among 
cattle. He advocated uniformity 
of treatment in both countries, and 
as an acknowledgment of his ser¬ 
vices the fanners" of England pre¬ 
sented him with a service of plate 
and a cheque for £5,500. He is 
President ot the Norfolk Chamber 
of Agriculture, and an associate of 
the Farmers* Chib. 

READ, General John Meredith, 
F.S.A., H.R.I.A., F.R.GKS., was 
bora at Philadelphia, Feb. 21,1837, 
and received his education in a 
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military school. He commanded a 
corps of National Cadets., winch 
furnished 127 officers during the 
Civil War; was aide-de-camp to 
the Governor of Rhode Island; 
won the rank of colonel in 1835; 
graduated M.A, at Brown Univer¬ 
sity in 1838, and LL.B. at the 
Albany Law School in 1859; and 
studied civil and international law 
in Europe. Ho was engaged ac¬ 
tively in the presidential campaign 
of I860; organised important poli¬ 
tical movements in that of I860; 
acoepted in November of that year 
the office of Adjutant-General of 
the State of New York, and won 
the rank of brigadier-general at 
the age of twenty-three. He was 
chairman of a committee of three 
to draft a bill appropriating 
3,000,000 dollars for the purchase 
of arms and equipments, and re¬ 
ceived the official tlmnka of the 
"War Department for his ability in 
the organisation and equipment of 
troops during the war. In 1868 Be 
took a leading part in the election 
of General Grant, who appointed 
him Consul-General of the United 
States for France and Algeria, to 
reside at Paris. General Read 
likewise acted as Consul-General 
of Germany during the Franco- 
German War, and afterwards, for 
nearly two years, directed all the 
consular affairs of that empire, 
including the protection of German 
subjects and interests during the 
first and second sieges of Paris 
(1870-71). For these services he 
received the commendation of the 
president of the United States in 
his annual message to Congress and 
the repeated thanks both of the 
French and of the German govern¬ 
ments . In 1872, at the invitation 
of the French Minister of War, he 
presided over a commission to ex¬ 
amine into the expediency of ex¬ 
tending the study of the English 
language in the French army. 
From 1873 to 1879, he was United 
States Minister to Greece, during 
which time he received the thanks of 


his Government for securing the re¬ 
lease of the American ship Armenia 3 
and for obtaining from the Greek 
Government a revocation of the 
order prohibiting the sale and circu¬ 
lation of the Bible in Grecce. Gen. 
Read was president of the Ameri¬ 
can Social Science Congress at 
Albany in 18G8, and a vice-presi¬ 
dent of the British Social Science 
Congress at Plymouthin 1872. He 
is an honorary Fellow or Member of 
a great number of learned bodies. 
In 1881 the King of Greece created 
him a Knight Grand Cross of the 
Order of the Redeemer. He was 
named Honorary Member of the 
Military Order of the Loyal Legion 
in recognition of his services to 
his country during the War of Se¬ 
cession. In addition to the works 
already mentioned he is the author 
of tl Relation of the Soil to Plants 
and Animals/' Albany, I860; and 
"Letter upon the Death of Lord 
Stanhope/ 5 in Greek and English, 
Athens, 1875. 

REED, Sir Edward Janies, K.C.B., 
F.R.S., M.P., born at Sheerness, 
Sept. 20, 1830, was educated attho 
School of Mathematics and Naval 
Construction, Portsmouth, served 
in a subordinate capacity in Sheer¬ 
ness dockyard, and was afterwards 
editor of the Mechanics' Mayaxme. 
He paid great attention to naval 
architecture, on which lie became 
an authority, and was induced to 
accept the Secretaryship of the In¬ 
stitution of Naval Architects. He 
submitted to tbe Admiralty pro¬ 
posals to reduce the dimensions, 
cost, and time required for build¬ 
ing our iron-clads, and was soon 
after appointed Chief Constructor 
of the Navy. In about three years 
he designed iron-dad ships for the 
British navy, amounting to an 
aggregate of 35,000 tons; a large 
iron-clad frigate for the Turkish 
government; a fleet of steam- 
transports for the service of our 
Indian government, consisting of 
five ships of 4,000 tons each, a 
paddle despatch-steamer of war, 
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and numerous tugs, life-boats, and 
other smaller vcfasols. After four 
years of further service as Chief 
Constructor, Mr. Reed, whose ob¬ 
jections to rigged sea-going tunet 
ship3 were well-known, found the^e 
vessels so much in favour, that ho 
resigned hi* office in July, 1870. 
His resignation was made remark¬ 
able by the capsizing of the turret 
ship Captain a few weeks after¬ 
wards. Mr. Reed was afterwards 
engaged in private pursuits, visit¬ 
ing occasionally the foreign dock¬ 
yards of Europe. He was returned 
to Parliament in the Liberal in¬ 
terest us member for the Pembroke 
boroughs at the general election of 
Feb. 1871. He represented that 
constituency till April, 1880, when 
he was returned for Cardiff. He 
was re-elected for Cardiff at the 
general election in "Nov. 1883, and 
again in Feb. 1SS0, on his appoint¬ 
ment as a Lord of the Treasury in 
Mr. Gladstone's administration. 
He received the Companionship of 
the Path from the Queen of Eng¬ 
land ; the Star of the Imperial 
Order of St. Stanislas (1st class) 
from the Emix*ror of Russia,- the j 
Star and Ribbon of the Medjidie 
(2nd cla^-s) from the Sultan of 1 
Turkey, and the Knight Oom- 
mandersliip of the Imperial Order 
of Joseph from the Emperor of 
Austria. He is the author of 
works on Practical Shipbuilding, 
Iron-cased Ships, and Coast Do- 
fence. In Oct, 1878, he started^ on 
a visit to Japan, at the invitation 
of tho Imperial government. He 
returned to this country in May, 
1879, and iniblished a work on 
" Japan: its History, Traditions, 
and Religions/ 5 2 vols., 1880. In 
Aug. 1880, he was created a K.C.B. 
In 1883 Sir Edward Reed was ap¬ 
pointed by the government to in¬ 
quire into the cause of the capsizing 
of the SS. Daphne during the opera¬ 
tion of launching on the Clyde; 
and in 1831 was also appointed by 
the government as president of the 
Load Line Committee, which was 
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formed for the puxpose of 
thoroughly investigating the ques¬ 
tion ot a proper load-line for the 
ships of the Mercantile Marine. 

REED, Thomas Allen, born at 
Watehet, .Somersetsliiro, April (5, 
1820, was educated chiefly in a 
private school at Bristol. In early 
life lie was n-sociated with Mr. 
Isaac Pitman in the promulgation 
of phonography; and he lias for 
many years been the head of a 
well-known firm of shorthand- 
writers in London. He is Presi¬ 
dent of the London Phonetic Short¬ 
hand-Writers’ As&ociation; Past 
Presidentof the Shorthand Society ; 
Member of the Council of tho 
Institute of Shorthand Writers; 
and lion, member of many foreign 
Shorthand Associations. Mr. Reed 
edited and lithographed for thirty 
years the Phonographic Reporter, a 
monthly magazine published in 
phonographic characters. He is 
the author of several standard 
works on Shorthand, among them 
the "Reporter’s Guide/’ 1809; the 
"Phonographic Gradns/ 5 and "Pit- 
falls; or, Hints to Young Reporters. '* 
In " Leaves from the -Note-book of 
T, A. Reed ” (2 vol&.), he has given 
a series of sketches of the daily 
work of reporters and short-hand 
writers, founded on his long and 
varied experience. He has adapted 
Phonography to the French lan¬ 
guage, and published a little work 
on that subject in 1882. 

REEVE, Henry, C.B., born in 
Norfolk in 1813; was educated at 
Geneva and Munich; and ap¬ 
pointed to the office of Registrar 
of the Privy Council in 1837, 
which he still holds. He suc¬ 
ceeded the late Sir G. C. Lewis 
as editor of the Edinburgh Review 
in 1833. He published a transla¬ 
tion of De Toequeville’s well-known 
work on " Democracy in America,” 
and of “ France before the Revolu¬ 
tion of 1789,” and of H, Guiaot’s 
"Washington/* In 1833 he brought 
out a new and revised edition of 
n Wlutelocke's Journal of the 
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lSwuilibh Embassy in 1U53-51.” In 
187J, Mr. Reeve published a 
*• Journal of the Reigns of King 
George IY. and King William IV., 
by Charles C. F. Greville, Esq.,” 
which has been placed in his hands 
for this purposo by the author, 
and the sequel to this work was 
published by Mr, Reeve in 1885. 
He has also published a collection 
of Historical and Biographical 
Essays, under the title of “ Royal 
and Republican France.” He was 
elected in 1805 a corresponding 
member of the Institute of France 
by the Academic des Sciences 
Morales et Politiques. Mr. Reeve 
is a Companion of the Order of 
the Bath, and a Commander of the 
Royal Military Order of Christ in 
Portugal. The University of Ox¬ 
ford conferred on him, in 1809, the 
honorary degree of D.C.L. 

REEVES, Sims, tenor singer, 
born at Shooters Hill, Kent, Oct. 21, 
1822, was first instmeted by his 
father. At an early age he held 
the appointment of organist and 
director of the choir at the church 
of North Cray, and after taking 
lessons on the pianoforte from J. B. 
Cramer, he was placed under the 
care of T. Cooke, Hobbs, and other 
distinguished professors of singing. 
In Dec. 1839 he made his first 
appearance on the stage at New¬ 
castle, at which time ho was sing¬ 
ing baritone parts ; he next visited 
the principal provincial towns, and 
went to Paris to study his profes¬ 
sion. Not long afterwards he made 
liis first appearance in Italian 
opera at La Scahi, Milan, in 
the tenor part of Edgar do in 
“ Lucia di Lftimner moor,” and came 
out in the same character at Drury 
Lane Theatre, Dec, G, 1847, then 
xmder the management of the late 
M, Jullien. His first original cha¬ 
racter was in Balfe’s opora of the 
“Maid of Honour,” and he ap¬ 
peared at Her Majesty's Theatre, 
as Carlo, in (f Linda di Chamouni,” 
in 1848, and was engaged at the 
Royal Italian Opera at Coveut Gar¬ 


den in 1849. Since that time Mr. 
Reeves has held the rank of first 
English tenor, and has appeared 
with extraordinary success at all 
the great performances of oratorios 
at Exeter Hall, the provincial festi¬ 
vals, and tho Crystal Palace. One 
of his best original parts was in 
Mr. Macfarren's opera of “ Robin 
Hood,” produced at the perform¬ 
ances of English opera at Her 
Majesty’s Theatre in 18G0. He 
achieved great success in the part 
of M Faust,” at the same theatre. 
Mr. Sims Reeves has made strenuous 
efforts to reduce the present high 
pitch to that of tho Normal Diapa¬ 
son. 

REICHEL, The Very Rev. Charles 
Parsons, D.D., was bom at Fulneo, 
near Leeds, Yorkshire, and edu¬ 
cated at tho University of Berlin, 
and Trinity College, Dublin, in 
which latter he was senior classic. 
He was appointed Professor of 
Latin, Queen’s College, Belfast, in 
1850 j Vicar of Mullingar, by the 
Crown, in 180 ij Rector of Trim 
and Archdeacon of Meath in 1875; 
and Dean of Clomnacnois in 1882, 
In 185 1 he was appointed Donnelan 
Lecturer in the University of Dub¬ 
lin j and he has been Select 
Preacher at the Universities of Ox¬ 
ford, Cambridge, and Dublin, in 
the latter Universities holding the 
office twice. When the Act for the 
Disestablishment of the Church of 
Ireland was passed, he took, and 
has ever sineo maintained, a pro¬ 
minent position in the Councils of 
the Disestablished Church. His 
chief works are “ Sermons on the 
Lord’s Prayer,” “ Lectures on the 
Prayer-Book,” a “ Short Treatise 
on the Ordinal,” and a number of 
occasional Sermons, chiefly apolo¬ 
getic, preached in the cathedrals 
of Norwich, Chester, and St. Pa¬ 
trick, Dublin, of which last cathe¬ 
dral he is a Canon. His laBt pub¬ 
lished work is “ Sermons on the 
Origin of Christianity,” preached 
before the Universities of Oxford 
and Dublin in 1881 and 1882, In 
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1858 lie was created by the 
University of Dulilin. 

REID, Thomas Wemyss, was 
horn at Xewcas tle-on-Tyne in is 12, 
being the son of the Rev. Alexander 
Reid. He was educated by Dr. 
Colling wood Bruce at Newcastle; 
became a journalist in IStfl; in 
1SU4 was appointed editor of the 
Prestoii 6 J i'rt fitiem, and in 18701! o 1880 
editor of the Leeds Metrury, Mr. 
Reid lias contributed largely to 
the leading reviews and magazines. 
Ho is the author of “Charlotte 
Bronte j a Monograph : 33 a bio¬ 
graphical wort, intended to & imple¬ 
ment Mrs. GaskeH’s well-known 
•* Life of the author of 1 JaneEyrc/ 13 
This work, winch was published in 
1877, has gone through several edi¬ 
tions both in Englnnd and the 
United Stales. In 3883, Mr. Reid 
published “Gladys Fane, a Story 
of Two Lives/’ a novel in which 
descriptions of the scenery of South¬ 
ern Europe and Asia Minor play n 
prominent part. It achieved a dis¬ 
tinct success, and passed through 
four editions within a few mouths of 
its publication. Two years later, at 
Christmas, 1885, appeared “Mau- 
levertr's Millions,’ 1 a sensational 
story, the scene of wliich was laid 
in Yorkshire, and wliich had a large 
sale. The other works written by 
Mr. Reid are " Cabinet Portraits/ 4 
sketches of leading Statesmen of 
both pJudies, 1872; “ Politicians of 
To-Day/ 3 1879; and “The Land 
of the Bey/ 4 1882, a narrative of 
a visit to Tunis during the military 
o2)erations of France. Mr. Reid 
lias also contributed to the Leeds 
Mercury an extensive series of lite¬ 
rary and social essays, under the 
title of “The Rambling Philoso¬ 
pher/ 3 us well as letters descriptive 
of travel in various parts of the 
world. In 1880 Mr. Reid resigned 
the editorship of the Leeds Mercury , 
and accepted the post of manager 
to Messrs. Cassell and Company. 
He is at present engaged in 
writing the life of the late Mr, W. 
E. Forster. 


REINKENS, Joseph Hubert, D.D., 
one of the leadeis of the “Old 
Catholic 33 movement in Germany, 
was born at Biu tseined, Aix-Ia- 
Chapelle, March 1, 1821, studied 
theology in the University of Bunn, 
entered the seminaly tit Cologne in 
1817, and as us ordained priest in 
the following jeur by the late Car¬ 
dinal von (xei&.-el. Afterwards lie 
returned to Hour to continue hii 
studies; graduated as D.D. at 
Munich in 1810; settled n* pm ale 
tutor at Breslau in 185U ; wn- ap¬ 
pointed in 1852 preacher on ft sti- 
vals and penitentiary at the cathe¬ 
dral and incumbent of the Electoral 
Chapel; in 1S53 Extraordinary 
Professor of Church History ; and 
was rector of Breslau University, 
1SO5-0U. He was one of the four¬ 
teen professors who, aiNuremburg, 
protested against the Vatican de¬ 
crees in Aug. 1870. Fur this he 
was suspended from his professor¬ 
ship ; and in 1872 he waa excom¬ 
municated by Bibhop Forster of 
Breslau. Dr. Rein ken? became a 
prominent leader of the so-called 
“ Old Catholics/ 3 and a\us elected 
Bishop of the new sect, June 1, 
1873, at Cologne, in an assembly 
consisting of twenty-one priests and 
fifty-six laymen. The consecration 
ceremony was performed (Aug. 11) 
by the Dutch Jansenist Bishop 
Heycamp of Deventer. Dr, Rein- 
kens lias published numerous works 
in Germau on the theological con¬ 
troversies of the day. 

RENAN, Joseph Ernest, philo¬ 
logist, member of the Institute, 
born at Tregimsr, Cotes-du-Xord, 
Feb. 27,1823, was destined for the 
ecclesiastical profession, and went 
to Paris at an early age in order to 
study. His abilities having at¬ 
tracted attention, he was chosen at 
the termination of his classical 
siudies to follow the courto of 
theology at the seminary of Sainfc- 
Sulpice, when he showed a taste 
for the study of languages and 
philosophy, and studied Hebrew, 
Arabic, and Syriac. But his

independence of thought did not 
accord with tho necessary quali¬ 
fications for the priesthood, and he 
quitted the seminary in order to ho 
Letter able to pursue his own 
course. In 1848 ho gained the 
Yolney prize for a memoiro upon 
the Semitic languages, which has 
been published under the title of 
" Histoirp Generate et Syst femes 
Compares desLangues Semitiques.” 
His work, entitled " titudo dc la 
League Grecquc au Moyen Age,” 
published in 1813, was crowned by 
the Institute. In 1810 ho was sent 
to Italy on a literary mission by 
the Academie des Inscriptions et 
Belles-Lettres, in 1831 was at¬ 
tached to the department of Manu¬ 
scripts in the Bibliothfeque Ra¬ 
tionale, and in 1836 was elected a 
member of the Academie des In¬ 
scriptions in place of M. Augustin 
Thierry. At tho end of I860 he 
was sent on a mission to Syria. In 
1862 he was appointed Professor of 
Hebrew, but cfid not permanently 
occupy the chair for fear of a re¬ 
newal of the manifestations which 
occurred at his opening lecture in 
February. In 1863 he published 
his well-known “Vie de J£sus,” 
winch he wrote after his voyage to 
Syria, and of which numerous edi¬ 
tions have been issued. This work 
was vehemently attacked by tho 
bishops and clergy, the result 
being that the author was dis¬ 
missed from liis professorship. M. 
Duruy, the Minister of Public In¬ 
struction, endeavoured to conceal 
the significance of this dismissal 
by giving him an office in the Bib- 
liothfeque Imperial© $ he, however, 
strongly protested against the ap¬ 
pointment, which was revoked June 
11, 1861. At the elections to the 
Corps Legislate in May, 1869, ho 
was an unsuccessful candidate in 
the second oirconscription of the 
department of Seine-et-Marne. M. 
Renan was elected a member of 
ihe French Acadomy June 13,1878, 
in the room of M. Claude Bernard ; 
he defeated M, Wallon by 19 votes 


to 15, He attended the Congress 
of Orientalists held at Florence in 
Sept. 1878. M. Renan has, in ad¬ 
dition to the works already men¬ 
tioned, published numerous me- 
ruoires 011 comparative philology, 
and articles in tho LiberM dc Pcaser, 
the Revue des Deux Monties , the 
Journal de VInstruction FMiqiie , 
the Debuts, &c. Some of these were 
published in a collected form, under 
the title of r< Etudes d'Histoire Re- 
ligieuse,” in 1857. Ho published a 
translation of k *Le Livre dc Job,” 

1859, and of the "CauUquc des 
Cantiques ” I860 j “ Lettrc t\ mes 
Collfegues,” 1862; “ Mission do Pht*- 
nicio, ,> 1861 j "Trois Inscriptions 
Pheniciennes,” 1861; "Los Apo- 
tres,” 1866; "Nouvelles Observa¬ 
tions d^Epigraphie Hobraique,” 
1867 ; u Sur les Inscriptions He- 
bral'ques des Synagogues do Kefr- 
Bereim, en Galilee,” 1SG7; "Rap¬ 
port sur les Progres de In Litera¬ 
ture Oricntale et sur les Ouvragea 
relatifs a TOrient,” 1867 j " Saint- 
Paul,” 1869 j "La Mission en Pliu- 
nieie,” 1871, containing an account 
of the scientific researches in Syria 
during the sojourn of the French 
army in 1860-61 j "Dialogues et 
Fragments Philosophiques,” 1876 j 
" Spinoza,” a lecture, 1877 ; " Les 
Fvaugiles,” 1877. In 1878 he pub¬ 
lished in the Tenips, under the title 
"Caliban ,”a satirical continuationof 
Shakespeare's "Tempest,” in which 
all Shakespeare's characters are in¬ 
troduced, but under greatly altered 
circumstances. The hero becomes 
a demagogue, supplants the Duke 
of Milan, and acts the tyrant, until 
he is himself overthrown. M. Renan 
married a daughter of Henri Schef¬ 
fer, the painter, and was decorated 
with the Legion of Honour in Dec. 

1860. His "Histoire des Origines 
du ChriBtianieinebegun in 
1863, was completed in 7 vole, in 
1882. This history of primitive 
Christianity comprises the " Vie clo 
Jesus” and other works, ending 
with the " Maro Aurele.” His 
" Souvenirs cVEnfanco et de Jeu- 
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nesse,” 1883, discloses why ku sepa¬ 
rated himself from the Catholic 
Church while remaining " a moral 
disciple of JOous/* It is stated that 
he is writing a new hook, "The 
History of Israel before the Birth 
of Christ.” In 1880 M. Kenan de¬ 
livered, in London, in liis native 
language, the Hibbert Lectures on 
“ The Influence of the Institutions, 
Thought, and Culture of Rome on 
Christianity, and the Development 
of the Catholic Chinch." On the 
occasion of this vi&it to London he 
also delivered (April 1(3), at the 
Royal Institution, a lecture on the 
Roman Emperor, Marcus Aurelius, 
He was elected Director of the 
French Academy in April, 1881; 
and in June, 1883, he wa3 appointed 
manager or vice-rector of the Col¬ 
lege de France. In ,188 1 lie pub¬ 
lished “ Nouvelles Etudes dTIis- 
toire Religieuse.” 

t RENDEL, Alexander Meadows, 
civil engineer, horn in 182'J, eldest 
aon of James Meadows Rendel, 
civil engineer, educate 1 at King’s 
School, Canterbury, and Trinity 
College, Cambridge (Scholar and 
"Wrangler), etu'lioA as engineer 
under liis father, on whose death 
in 1850 he became engineer to the 
then London Dock Company, the 
Leith Harbour and Dock Commis¬ 
sioners, the East Indian Railway, 
and other companies. He visited 
India in 1857-8, and on various 
occasions; subsequently built the 
Shadwell Now Basin, the Royal 
Albert Dock, and other works on 
the Thames, the Albert and Edin¬ 
burgh Docks at Leith, the Work¬ 
ington Dock and Harbour, and 
other kindred work, was a member 
of the Commission appointed in 
1870 by the Secretary of Stnto for 
India, to determine wbat should 
he the narrow gauge for India, and 
is at present Engineer in England 
(commonly called consulting engi¬ 
neer) to the Secretary of State for 
India, the East Indian, the Bombay 
and Baroda, the South Mahratta,the 
Nizam's, and other Indian Railway 


Companies engaged in the c< »n - auc¬ 
tion and working uf about ftuuu milts 
of railway. He is a me ml or of 
the Institution of Civil En^iu^cis. 
He married in IS33 Eli/a. eldu&t 
daughter of the late Cap t aiu Holton, 
ILN., Governor of New Zealand. 

REtTDEL, Geoige Whitwick, 
second sur\ iving sou m the late 
J. M. Rondel, the eminent ti\il 
engineer, was e lui\it<»d .it 1 Ionov, 
and ns a civil engineer in hi-? lath* r*s 
office, where lie &ul»«iipit utly took 
an important pait in rofeivnc< In 
some of the later engineoi ing \\ oi \s 
carried out by Mr. Rendel—notably 
the super»truutures of the great 
bridges on theEa&L Indian 1/a ilvmy 
crossing the Canges and the Jiunna 
at Allahabad. He pined .Sir 
William Armstrong's firm at L’ls- 
wiek in 1858 ns managing partner 
of the now Elswiek Ordnance 
Works, which he continued to 
direct during 21 years (in con¬ 
junction with Captain Noble fioiu 
1860). During unit time lie took 
a large pait m the development 
of guns, ironclads, and sbii^ of 
war. He devised and carried out 
the system of hydiaulie machinery 
for mounting and working heavy 
guns, first tiled in H.M.S.T/iviichvrT, 
and subsequently adopted in the 
Di’eadnovylit t l7\fi^i } )le, Colossus, and 
all the later ironclads of the British 
Fleet, as well as in the Dili ho, 
Dnndolo , Italia , and Icjianfo, of the 
Italian Fleet. Ho designed and 
directed the building of the J?swe- 
ralda for the Chilian Government, 
the swiftest and most powerful 
unarmoured eruizer of her time, 
which has becomo a type of un¬ 
armoured ernizers. Also the gnu- 
boat fi launch for the British 
Government, and th'* numerous 
gunboats, developments of the 
Staiinck, known as the “alpha¬ 
betical gunboats,” and built on the 
Tyne for the Chinese Government. 
Sir. George Rendel was a member 
of the Committee on Designs of 
Ships of War, appointed by the 
English Government in 1S71, to 
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settle the types of English iron¬ 
clads to lie built; also of the 
Committee appointed by the 
Government m 187V to decide upon 
the questions raised by Sir E, J. 
Reed in reference to the design of 
the Inflexible, and was appointed a 
Civil Lord of the Admiralty in 
March, 1882, resigning in June, 
1885, for family reasons. 

RENDEL, Stuart, M.P., third 
surviving son of James Meadows 
Rendel, F.Ii.S., the engineer of the 
Harbours of Refuge of Holyhead 
and Portland, and of many docks 
and railways in Great Britain and 
abroad, and brother of the two pre¬ 
ceding, was bom in 1851; educated 
at Eton and at Oriel College, Ox¬ 
ford, where lie graduated an hono¬ 
rary 4th in 1856; and married in 1857, 
Ellen, second daughter of William 
Egerton Hubbard, of Leonardslee, 
Horsham, brother of the Right 
Hon. J. G. Hubhard, M.P. Ho was 
called to the Bar in 1861, hut has 
never practised; was appointed (on 
behalf of Sir William Armstrong) 
member of the Armstrong and 
Whitworth Committee, which sat 
from 1861 to 1863, and canned out 
the most exhaustive known series 
of artillery experiments; became a 
member of Sir Wm. Armstrong's 
firm in Fob. 1870, and its managing 
partner in London; has been closely 
associated with the growth of the 
great works at Elswick, Newcastlo- 
on-Tyne, whieh now employ 13,000 
men, and form a second arsenal for 
the empire; is an officer of the 
Order of Charles Albert of Italy, 
and ft Knight of the Order of 
Charles XII. of Spain. In 1880 
Mi*. Stuart Rendel retired from 
the Armstrong firm, and contested 
and won the representation in 
Parliament of the county of Mont¬ 
gomery as a Liberal. This seat 
had been held by the Wynns, of 
Wynnstay, since 1800. In recog¬ 
nition of this remarkable victory 
for the Liberal cause, Mr. Rendel 
was invited by Mr. Gladstone to 
move the AddiesB to the Crown in 
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the Session of 1881. The scheme 
for higher education in Wales 
having resulted in the creation of 
new colleges at Cardiff and Bangor, 
each endowed by Government with 
£K)0U a year, Mr. Rendel in 1881 
successfully moved a resolution in 
the House of Commons in favour 
of the old University College of 
Wales at Aberyetwyth,and obtained 
a grant fur it of £2500 a year; and 
later, in 1885, procured the increase 
of this g rant to £ 1000. Mr. Rendel 
became more and more identified 
with the advocacy of Welsh Na¬ 
tional causes, as well in relation 
to religious freedom as to cduca- 
i ionalprogress. In the GeneraLElee- 
tion of July, 1885 he again defeated 
Mr. Charles Wynn by an increased 
majority, and in that of Nov. 1885, 
he won the county seat in a third 
contest. In Dec. 1886, Mr, Stiuut 
Rendel was elected President of 
the North Wales Liberal Fedcia- 
tion. He is also a Vice-President 
of the Colleges of Aberystwyth and 
Bangor. On the conversion of the 
partnership of Sir W. Armstrong 
& Co. into a company, Mr. S. Ron¬ 
del rejoined that business as one 
of the Managing Committee of 
Directors, and so continues. 

RENOTTF, Peter Le Page, orien¬ 
tal scholar, was bora in the isle 
of Guernsey in 1824, received Ins 
early education in Elizabeth Col¬ 
lege there, and afterwards became 
a Scholar of Pembroke College, Ox¬ 
ford. At Easter, 1842, lie became 
a member of the Roman Catholic 
Church. On the opening of the 
Catholic University of Ireland, in 
1855, he was appointed by Dr. New¬ 
man, Professor in that institution, 
where he filled the chairs of Ancient 
History and Eastern Languages. 
In 1801 he became one of Her Ma¬ 
jesty’s Inspectors of Schools, and 
lie has since continued to hold that 
appointment. Through his marriage 
in 1857 with Ludowika, the eldest 
l daughter of Christian Brentano, 
Mr. Renonf was closeiy allied to 
| many persons whose names are il- 
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lusti'ioua in tlie literature of Ger¬ 
many. Wh ila t at the Catholic ITni- 
versity lie was one of the editors 
of the Atlantis and of the Home 
and Foreign Review ; and ho lias 
since contributed to various other 
periodicals, particularly to the 
Chronicle, the Norik British Rtview, 
and tlie A cade j ay iu this country; 
and to the Zeitschrift far JEgy^tiselic 
Hprache und Altcrthumskunde, con¬ 
ducted by Dr. Lcpsius at Berlin. 
Some papers hy Mr. Eenouf are 
published in the f * Transactions of 
the Society of Biblical Archtn- 
A. list of his writings, as 
far as they are separately pub¬

year. Alter tin* death of Dr. 
Samuel Birch, in 18^5, Mr. Eenouf 
was appointed to succeed him h«> 
Keeper of Egyptian antiquities at 
the British Museum. 

REUTER, Baron Paul Julius, 
was horn at Ca^el, in IhlS. He 
was connected with the Electric 
Telegraph system from its earliest 
establishment. The practical work¬ 
ing of the telegraph, in 1819, be¬ 
tween Aix-la-Chapelle and Berlin 
—-the first section open to tlie 
public—convinced him that a new* 
ora in correspondence had arisen, 
and in the former town he estab¬ 
lished the first centre of an organi¬ 
sation for collecting and transmit¬ 
ting telegraphic news. As the 
various telegraph lines were 
opened in succession, they were 
made subservient to his system; 
and when the cable between Calais 
and Hover was laid in 1831, Mr. 
Ecuter, who had become a natural¬ 
ised British subject, transferred 
his chief office to London. En¬ 
viously to the opening of hio office, 
the leading Loudon papers had 
furnished the public with scanty 
and incomplete intelligence, which 
was reproduced by the re&t of the 
Press, and Mr. lie liter, to remedy 
this defect, established agencies in 
all parts of the world, to supply 
him with news, since which time 
the British Press has contained a 
daily record of tlie latest import¬ 
ant events connected with politics, 
commerce, and science. The 
system he adopted of supplying 
all the papers indiscriminately 
with the same intelligence has 
greatly contributed to the import¬ 
ant development of the penny 
prebS. A similar organisation has 
been inaugurated by Mr. Reuter in 
America, India, Chinn, Australia, 
and all the Continental States. It 
was only by the united contri¬ 
butions of the several branches 
3 K 2 
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that the extensive staff of corre¬ 
spondents ancl the great expenses 
necessarily incidental to the work 
could he supported, tlio richest 
Press of any single country being 
insufliciont to render such an 
undertaking possible. During the 
Franco-Austrian war, and during 
the civil war hr America, Mr. 
Reuter was fortunate in being the 
first to publish the most important 
news, thereby gaining the confi¬ 
dence of the nation and the press 
—a confidence which lie has main¬ 
tained by his constant activity. In 
1805, Mr. Reuter transferred his 
business to a Limited Liability 
Company, of which he is the 
manager, and in the same year he 
obtained from the Hanoverian Go¬ 
vernment a concession for the con¬ 
struction of a submarine telegraph 
line between England and Ger¬ 
many, which enabled a through 
telegraphic communication to lie 
made direct between London and 
the principal to^vns of Germany. 
Mr. Reuter also obtained a con¬ 
cession from the French Govern¬ 
ment l'or the construction and lay¬ 
ing oi a cable between France and 
the United States, which was laid 
in 1809, and which is worked in 
conjunction with the Anglo-Ameri¬ 
can Telegraph Company. In 1871, 
the Duke of Coburg Gotha, in re¬ 
cognition of his public services, 
conferred on him the title of 
Baron. Since 187vS, the Bai’on has 
laid domi his office of Managing 
Director of Reuter’s Telegram 
Company, but still retains a seat 
on the Board of its Directors. 
Baron Route) 1 1ms greatly attracted 
the attention of the political 
world, through a concession granted 
to him, in 1872, by the Shah of 
Persia, In virtue of this conces¬ 
sion, Baron Reuter has the exclu¬ 
sive privilege of constructing rail¬ 
ways, working mines and forests, 
and making use of all the other 
natural resources of that country, 
besides farming the customs. This 
immense monopoly, which Baron 


Reuter endaavoured to render sub¬ 
servient to British interests—with¬ 
out, however, excluding other 
nations, met with difficulties 
through certain intrigues j these, 
however, he expects to remove, as 
Her Majesty's Government has 
interposed in his favour. 

REVILIE, Albert, pastor and 
French Protestant writer, was 
horn at Dieppe, Nov. I, 1820. Ho 
contributed to the most important 
French Protestant organs, and 
took a prominent position among 
his co-religionists by his writ¬ 
ings. For some months he was 
vicar at N'mies, then pastor at 
LunornH, near Dieppe, and in 1S51 
lie was called to Rotterdam as 
pastor of tliu Walloon Church. 
In 1802 the University of Leyden 
conferred upon him the degree of 
Doctor; and in 1880 he was ap¬ 
pointed Titular Professor of Re¬ 
ligious Histoiy at the College of 
France. Among his works are: 
t( Authenticity du Nouveau Testa¬ 
ment/' 1851; '• De la Redemp¬ 
tion/' 1859 5 ,f Essais de Critique 
Eeligieuse/' 1800 • u Manuel 
d’Histoire Compare de la Philo- 
sophie et de la Religion,” 1801; 
“Notre Christianisme et Notre 
bon Droit / 1 1861 ; “L'Enseigne- 
ment de Jesus Christ/' 1870; “Pro- 
1,'gomunes do PHistoire des Re¬ 
ligions/' 1881. M. Ecville is one 
of the chief leaders of the Liberal 
movement among a section of the 
French Protestants. 

REYER, Ernest, whose real 
name is Roy, was born at Mar¬ 
seilles, Dec. 1 , 1823. Hu studied 
solfeggio at the Free School of 
Music in his native city, and 
became a good reader. At the age 
of sixteen ho went to Algiera as a 
Government official, and continued 
his pianoforte practice, and began 
to compose without having pro¬ 
perly learned harmony and counter¬ 
point. His compositions became 
popular, and in 1818, when the 
Revolution deprived him of his 
situation, he returned to Paris and 
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completed lilt* musical education 
under his aunt, Madame Louise 
Farrene. He composed the music 
of “Le Sclain/' an Oriental sym¬ 
phony, which was produced with 
feucees's Apiil 5, 1850 , and " M. litre 
TVolfiam,” a one-act opera, which 
was also &n< cessful at the Theatre 
Lyiifiuo, May 20 , 1851; “ La 

Statue,” produced at the same 
theatre, April 11, 1SG1, fallowed 
much strength and power. His 
other works include “ Erostate / 1 
performed at Baden in 18G2: and 
“ Vietoire,” a cantata. M. Reyer 
has written for the “ Presse,” the 
,f Revue do Paris/' and ff Conrrier 
de Paris and, after the death of 
Berlioz, lie Became musical critic 
to the ff Journal dc3 Debats/' He 
is librarian to the Opera, and suc¬ 
ceeded David at the Institute in 
1870 . 

REYNOLDS, The Rev. Henry 
Robert, D.D., sou of the Rev. John 
Reynolds, of Ramsey, and grandson 
of I)r. Henry Revell RoynohL, 
2 >hysi(*ian in ordinary to G<*Orge III., 
was born at Hornsey, Hampshire, 
Feb. 20, 1S25, and educated at 
(Ward College and at University 
College, London. lie graduated 
B.A. in 1811, obtained the Univer¬ 
sity Scholarship in Mathematics ; 
was elected a Fellow of University 
College in ISIS, and received the 
degree of D, D. from the University 
of Edinburgh in 1809. He was 
appointed Minister of the Congre¬ 
gational Church at Halstead, in 
Essex, in 1840; removed to Leeds 
and became Minister of the East 
P.trade Congregational Church in 
that town in 1819; was appointed 
President of the Countess of Hunt¬ 
ingdon’s College at Chedumt in 
1800, and also Professor of Theo¬ 
logy and Exegesis. Dr. Reynolds 
was one of the editois of the 
British Quarterly Rei iew from 1800 
to 1871. He was the editor of and 
contributor to two series of essays 
on Church problems, entitled " Ec-

RHYS, John, M.A., born June 21, 
1840, at A l »em lou •, near I\ aitorwyd, 
Cardiganshire, was educated at 
village schools near home; served 
a pupil teacher’s* apprenticeship at 
Penllwyn British School, near 
Aberystwyth from August, IS.“>5, 
to the end of 1S59 ; was trained at 
Bangor Normal College to he a 
pul/lie elementary Hchoolmziator in 
lbfiO; and had charge of a school 
in Anglesey till the end of 18(13. 
He matriculated as a commoner of 
Jesus College, Oxford, at Michael¬ 
mas, 1895, and took up residence 
in 180C; rend for the classical 
school and was placed in the second 
class in Moderations.

RICHARDS, Vice-Admiral Sir

a suitable education at a juivate 
school, he was appointed to the 
naval service in 1833, made a Lieu¬ 
tenant in 1812, a Commander in 
1840, a Captain in 185 J, Rear-Ad¬ 
miral in 1870, and Vice-Admiral in 
1877. While ft captain he served 
as Naval Aide-de-Camp to the 
Queen, was present during the 
Chinese war of 1811-2, at the action 
and storming of the forts at Ohli- 
gado in the Parana River, 1845, 
and was Commander of H.M.S. 
Assistance^ in search of Franklin in 
the Arctic Regions during 1852-3-1. 
He received the Companionship 
of the Bath in 1871; is a Felloe of 


the Royal Society, of the Royal 
Geographical Societies of London, 
Berlin, and Turin, and a Member 
of the Academy of Sciences of 
Paris. Admiral Richards lias been 
engaged in and has conducted many 
nautical surveys of foreign countries 
—China, the Falkland Isles, Rio 
do la Plata, New Zealand, Australia, 
Vancouver Island, British Colum¬ 
bia, &o.; was a Queen's Commis¬ 
sioner for settling the Oregon 
boundary from 185(5 to 1862 ; and 
Hydrographer of the Admiralty 
from 1803 to 18/4, He was 
knighted in 1877. 

RICHARDSON, Benjamin Ward 
M.D., F.R.S., born Oct. 31, 1828, 
at Somerby, in the county of 
Leicester, was educated at the 
school of the Rev. W. Y. Nutt, at 
Burrow-on-tlie-Hill, Leicestershire, 
and at Anderson's University, 
Glasgow. He graduated in Medi¬ 
cine at the University of St. An¬ 
drews in 1851, and received the 
honorary degree of M.A. from the 
same university in 1859, He gained 
the Fothergilian Gold Modal in 
1851, for an essay on the diseases 
of the child before birth j and the 
Astley Cooper prize of .£300 in 
1856, for an essay on tho coagula¬ 
tion of the blood.

RICHMOND, George, R.A., son

of Maximilian from the King of 
Bavaria, and that of the Falcon 
from the Grand Duke of Weimar. 
In 1877 he produced the Walkyrio 
in Vienna, and followed it in 1878 
by other portions of the tetralogie. 
The same year he was made 
Capell Moister, and received the 
order of Franz Joseph. In 1870 
he began the series of Orchestral 
Concerts in London, which, under 
his direction have excited much 
attention. Dr. Richter has a per¬ 
fect knowledge of the scores of 
Beethoven's symphonies and other 
large works, and conducts them 
from memory, 

RIDDELL, Mrs. Charlotte Eliza 
Lawson, is the youngest child ol

RIDDIN G, The Right llev. George, 
D.D., Bishop of Southwell, was 
born about the year IS29, and 
educated at Balliol College, Ox¬ 
ford, where he was Craven Scholar, 
and took a First Class in 1851. 
Be was Fellow and Tutor of Exoter 
College from 1852-64, was ordained 
1851, and was Junior Proctor of 
Oxford University 18G1-02. In 
1803 he became Second Master of 
Winchester College, in succession 
to Mr, Hornby, appointed Hoad 
Master of Eton, and in 18GS 
succeeded Dr, Moberly as Head 
Mat>ttr. There lie remained six¬ 
teen years, the famous school 
greatly prospering in his hand*. 
On the formation of the new 
diocese of Southwell (consisting 
of ihe counties of Derby and 
Nottingham) Dr. Ridding was 
; appointed Bishop, and was con- 
: secruted in 1881. He is married 
to a daughter of the Earl of 
Selborne. 

RIGG, The Rev. James Harrison, 
D.D., was bom in 1821, ftt New- 
casfcle-on-Tyne, being the son. of 
the Rev, John Bigg, a Wesleyan 
minister, who was famous in his 
day. He received his education at 
Old Kingswood school, where he 
was afterwards a teacher, and in 
1815 he entered the Wesleyan 
ministry. He was one of the 
leading writers for the Biblical 
Itevtiw (1840-19), and at the time 
of the controversy in Methodism 
(1849) wrote many articles for 
the Watchman. For many years, 
indeed, the Wesleyan Conference 
was more indebted for the defence 
and exposition of its proceedings 
and principles to this young min¬ 
ister* than to any other person, In 
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1851 lie went to Guernsey as 
Wesleyan minister, and in 1853 
removed to Brentford, which place 
he left in 185G ; and lie next 
resided in Stockport, Manchester, 
and the neighbourhood for eight 
years. In 18G1 he was removed to 
Folkestone. The following year 
lie was elected by the Conference 
Chairman of the Kent District, 
and in 18G6 a member of the 
w Hundred/' or the ,r Legal Con¬ 
ference/* In 18G7 he removed to 
Tottenham, and in 16G8 he was 
elected Principal of the Wesleyan 
Training College—a position ho 
still holds. In 1878 Dr. Rigg was 
chosen President of tho Wesleyan 
Conference. His name is associ¬ 
ated with the admission of laymen 
into tho Conference that year, and 
with the Thanksgiving Fund, 
which, has realized over ,£300,000 
for Methodist work. For many 
years Dr. Rigg has been Chairman 
of the " Second London District ” 
of the Wesleyan community. He 
was one of the original members 
of the London School Board, on 
which he represented Westminster 
for six years.

RIP0N, (Marquis of), The Right 
Hon. George Frederick Samuel 
Robinson, K.G., long known as 
Earl de Grey and Eipon, is the 
only son of Frederick John, first 
Earl of Ripon, better known by 
his original title of Viscount 
Goderich, which he boro when he 
held the post of Premier tor a few 
months in 1827, by Ludy Sarah 
Albina Louisa Hobart, only child 
of Robert, fourth Earl of Bucking¬ 
hamshire . He was born in London, 
Oct. 21, 1827, and succeeded to his 
father's titles, Jan. 2S, 1859, and to 
those of his undo, as third Earl Do 
Grey, Nov. 14, in the same year. 
He began his political life as at- 
tache to a special mission to Brussels 
in 1849. At the general election in 
1852 he was returned to the House 
of Commons by Mb courtesy title 
of Viscount Goderich as member 
for Hull, and continued to sit for 
that borough until 1853, when ho 
vacated his seat to oppose Mr. 
Starkey, at Huddersfield, where 
ho succeeded in winning the seat 
for the Liberals by a majority of 
eighty. At tbo general election 
in 1857 he was returned for the 
West Riding of Yorkshire without 
opposition. In June, 1839, the 
year in which lie succeeded to 
the Upper House, Lord Herbert 
selected him for the post of Under¬ 
secretary for War, and in Fob., 
1801, upon the accession of Sir 
George C. Lewis, he was made 
Under-Secretary for India. Upon 
the death of Sir G. 0. Lewis, in 
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April, 1893, liis lordship, who had 
shown groat efficiency in his subor¬ 
dinate office, took the place of his 
chief as Secretary for "War, together 
with a seat in the Cabinet. He 
remained at the War Office nearly 
three years, and in Feb., 1800, 
when Sir Charles Wood, afterwards 
Viscount Halifax, withdrew from 
the Ministry, was appointed Secre¬ 
tary of State for India. On Mr. 
Gladstone’s accession to office 
in Dec., 1808, he was appointed 
Lord President of the Council, 
but he resigned that office in Aug., 
1873. He was created a Knight of 
the Garter in 1809. In 1871 he 
acted as Chairman of the High 
Joint Commission which arranged 
the Treaty of Washington ; and in 
recognition of the services he 
rendered in that capacity he was, 
soon after his return from the 
United States, created Marquis of 
Kipon. His lordship, who is a 
Magistrate and Deputy-Lieutenant 
for the North and West Hidings of 
Yorkshire, and for the county of 
Lincoln, was created an honorary 
D. C. L. of Oxford in 1870, and on 
April 23 in that year was installed 
as Grand Master of the Freemasons 
of England, in succession to Lord 
Zetland. In the autumn of 1874 
the Grand Lodge received a com¬ 
munication to the effect that the 
Marquis of Kipon hud resigned the 
post of Grand Master, and their 
surprise was heightened to dismay 
by the circumstance that he did so 
without assigning any reason for 
the stop. A few days afterwards, 
however, it transpired that his i 
lordship had joined the Homan 
Catholic Church, which, as is well 
known, has condemned Free¬ 
masonry and all other oath-bound i 
societies. The receptiun of the I 
Marquis into the Homan Catholic ' 
Church took place at the Oratory, i 
Brampton, Sept. 4, 1874, and his 
conversion gave rise to much com¬ 
ment in the public journals, both 
here and on the continent. On the 
return of Mr, Gladstone to power, 1 


the Marquis of Kipun mt& appointed 
Viceroy of India. He arrived at 
Bombay, May 30, lhSU, and was 
installed at Simla, June 8. On 
June 18 a largo meeting was held 
in Exeter Hall to protect against 
the appointment of a Homan 
1 Catholic to the Yieoroj alty of 
India. As Viceroy Lord Kipon 
excited much diversity of opinion 
by his policy, which was directed 
towards extending the rights of 
natives of India, and, in certain 
directions, towards limiting the 
privileges of Europeans. The ex¬ 
citement caused hy the famous 
" Ilberb Bill ’* whs the chief in¬ 
stance of this j and in a word it 
may be said that there never was 
a Viceroy so unpopular among 
Anglo-Indians or so popular among 
natives. Lord Kipon’s departure 
was the occasion of the most extra¬ 
ordinary manifestations in his 
favour on the part of the Hindoo 
population of Bengal and Bombay. 

1 In Mr. Gladstone's short "Home 
Rule ' 3 administ i ation Lord Kipon 
was Fir^t Lord of the Admiralty. 
The Marquis was elected in 1882 
. President of the Yorkshire College, 

I Leeds. He married, in April, 1851, 

I Henrietta Anno Theodosia, eldest 
1 daughter of the late Mr. Henry 
i Vyner, who has been a Lady of the 
I Bedchamber to the Princess of 
Wales, and by whom ho has sur- 
I viving issue, Frederick Oliver, bom 
Jan. 29, 1852, now Earl De Grey, 
heir to the marquhate. 

EISTICK, John, a Servian states¬ 
man, horn at Kragujevatz in 1831, 
began his studies in Germany and 
continued them at Paris. Under 
tlie government of Prince Karn- 
georgeviteh he was appointed Sec¬ 
retary and afterwards head of a 
department in the office of tlie 
Minister of the Interior, Miloseli 
Obrenovitek III. on his return in 
1858, appointed M.Eistich secretary 
to a deputation which he sent to 
Constantinople; and at a later 
period the same Prince accredited 
him as the representative of Servia 
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at the Sublime Porte. Scarcely 
had he been installed in his post, 
however,when the crisis commenced 
which culminated in the bombard¬ 
ment of Belgrade (1862). M. 
Riatich extricated himself with 
such ability from tlio difficulties 
which ensuod, that five years later 
(1807) he succeeded in obtaining 
the evacuation of all the Servian 
fortresses occupied up to that time 
by the Turkish troops. This ser¬ 
vice gained for him the portfolio 
of Foreign .Affairs, but he soon re¬ 
signed it in consequence of his 
inability to agree with the Prince 
Michael on certain questions of 
detail. He was present as the 
representative of Prince Michael at 
the baptism of Prince Nicholas of 
Montenegro. While on his way 
back from Cettinje He learned the 
news that Prince Michael had been 
assassinated (July 10, 1808), and 
had been succeeded by has grand¬ 
nephew, Prince Milan. The 5 r oung 
Prince was then pursuing his 
studies at Paris, and the provisional 
government which had been estab¬ 
lished sent M. JSistich to that 
capital to escort him to Servia. 
On the Prince's arrival at Belgrade 
the Grand National Skuptschina 
was convoked, and nominated a 
Council of Regency, composed of 
three members, to govern the coun¬ 
try during the Prince’s minority. 
M. Blasuavatz, H. Ristich, and M. 
Gavrilovitch, formed this Council, 
which discharged its functions till 
1872, when the Prince attained his 
majority. This Council then be¬ 
came a Ministry in which M. 
Ristich held the portfolio for 
Foreign Affairs, and on the decease 
of liis colleague. Col. Blasnavatz,he 
became President of the Council. 
He afterwards withdrew from pub¬ 
lic life for two years, until the 
insurrection occurred in Herzego¬ 
vina^ when he became Minister for 
Foreign Affairs. In May, 187G, he 
and his friends returned to office, 
which they had been obliged to 
resign eight months previously in 


consequence uf the diplomatic 
pressure of the Cabinets of Vienna, 
Berlin, and St. Peteisburg. Ho 
held the office of Foreign Minister 
during the disastrous war with 
Turkey (1877), in which the Ser¬ 
vians were thoroughly defeated. 
In 1878 lie was sent to the Congress 
of Berlin. Since that date he has 
often been prominent in Servian 
affairs, hut his strong pro-Russian 
leanings has prevented Hr holding 
office since Servia began to incline 
definitely towards Austria for 
support. 

RISTORI, Adelaide, tragic actress, 
born at Cividale, in Friuli, in 1821, 
being tho child of a poor actor, was 
trained at a very early ago for the 
stage. She appears to have risen 
through a long series of struggles 
to the eminence she ultimately at¬ 
tained. Having accepted in 1835 
an engagement in Paris, she sought 
the favour of a French audience as 
an interpreter of the tragic muse 
at the very time that Racliol was 
in the zenith of her fame. Her ap¬ 
pearance at such a period was re¬ 
garded by the French as an open 
challenge to contest the supremacy 
of their tragic queen, and they as¬ 
sembled much more disposed to 
criticise than to applaud. The 
genius of Ristori, however, 
triumphed, and from that moment 
her position has been unassailed. 
Her reception in England, was 
equally enthusiastic, and she ap¬ 
peared in Spain in 1857, in Holland 
in I860, in Russia in 1861, at Con¬ 
stantinople in 1864, in the United 
States, and other parts of the world, 
with success. W uLiam I. of Prussia 
gave her the medal in sciences and 
in arts in 1862. Amongst her mosL 
famous characters are those of 
Medea, Lady Macbeth, Fazio, 
Phtedra, Deborah, Judith, Fran¬ 
cesca da Riviera, and Cumilla. 
After an absence of fifteen years, 
Madame Ristori again appeared in 
London, June 11,1873, and on Nov, 
8 in that year she took her farewell 
of the English stage at the Queen’s 
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Theatre, Manchester. She up- till lbGl he was absent from the 


ptared again, liuwuver, on a lew 
occasions in the year 1882, and 
acted Laclv Macbeth with all her 
old distinction if with home lack of 
lire. She it, married to the Marquis 
del Grille. 

RITCHIE, The Eight Hon. Charles 
Thomson, M.P., son of the late Mr. 
William Ritchie of Rook Hill, Fur- 
farsliiro, was born at Dundee in 
1838, and is engaged in business in 
the east of London. In 1871 ho 
■was elected as Conservative member 
for the Tower Hamlets, and con¬ 
tinued to hold the seat until 1885, 
when after the Redistribution Bill 
ho was returned for the St, George's 
Division of the old borough. In 
Lord Salisbury’s first administra¬ 
tion, having gained a considerable 
reputation for practical ability and 
conversance with affairs, he was 
made Secretary to the Admiralty, 
and in the present Cabinet ho is 
President of the Local Govern¬ 
ment Board. He has taken a pro- 
ininentpnrt in the agitation against 
foreign bounties on sugar. 

RIVIERE, Briton, E.A., a distin¬ 
guished animal painter, was horn in 
London, Aug, 11, IS 10, being the 
son of Mr. W. Riviere, who was head 
of the drawing school at Chelten¬ 
ham College, and afterwards a 
teacher of drawing at Oxford, He 
found in his father an experienced 
and able master, under whom he 
studied during the nine years ho 
was at Cheltenham and subse¬ 
quently at Oxford. While study¬ 
ing art in the latter place tho in¬ 
fluences, other than artistic, by 
which he was always ^surrounded, 
prevailed to turn his attention to 
classical and other scholarly mat¬ 
ters; he entered the University, 
took his B.A. degree in 1807, and 
that of M.A. in 1873. The first 
pictures he exhibited were home 
rural scenes,as" Rest from Labour,” 
and " Sheep on the Cotswolds,” in 
the Academy Gallery in 1858, and, 
in the next year, " On the Road to 
Gloucester Fair/’ From this date

16,187*1, and R.A. May 5, 1881. 

ROBERT I* (Robert-Charles-Louis 
Marie de Bourbon), ex-Duke of 
Parma, Infant of Spain, born July 
9,1818, succeeded his father, Duke 
Ferdinand Charles III,, March 27, 
1851, as Ro berfc I. .under the regency 
of his mother*, the dowager-Duchess 
Louise-Marie-Therese do Bourbon, 
daughter of the Duke de Berry. 
Her rule came to an end in 1859, 
in consequence of the revolution, 
and, with her son, she sought rof uge 
in the Helvetic States. The ex- 
Duke Eohert married, at Eoinu, 
April 5, 1869, the Duchess Maria 
Pia, daughter of the late Ferdinand 
XL, King of Naples. 

ROBERTS, General Sir Frederick 
Sleigh, Bart., G.C.B., Y.C., son of 
the late Sir Abraham Roberts, 
G.C.B., was born in 1832, and edu¬ 
cated at Eton, Sandhurst, and Ad- 
discombe. He received his first 
commission as second lieutenant iu 
the Bengal Artillery, and, after 
passing through the various other 
grades, was promoted to lieutenant- 
general in 1879. He served with 
distinction throughout the Indian 
Mutiny campaign, and received 
the Victoria Cross for personal 
bravery in the field in 1858. 
Throughout the Abyssinian cam¬ 
paign of 1868 he held the oifico of 
Assistant - Quartermaster-General; 
he superintended the re-ombarka- 
tion of the whole army, and was 
selected by Sir Eobert Napier as 
the bearer of his final despatches. 
He also acted as Assistant-Quarter- 
master-General with the Cachar 
column in the Looshai Expedition¬ 
ary Force (1871-72). At the be¬ 
ginning of the Afghan campaign 
he was- appointed Commander of 
the Kuram Field Force, and subse¬ 
quently he had the chief command 
of the army in Afghanistan, where 
he achieved the most brilliant 
triumphs. After the massacre of 
our embassy, Sir Frederick Roberts 
re-occupied Cabul at the close of 


1879. Towards the end of July, 

1880, a terrible defeat was inflicted 
by the troops of Ayoob Khan, at 
Maiwand, on General Burrows, the 
remnant of whose force with diffi¬ 
culty joined General Primrose’s 
garrison at Candaliar. An attack 
on that city seemed imminent, 
but Ayoob hesitated, and lost his 
oppoitunity. Meanwhile, a bold 
resolution was taken at Cabul, Sir 
Frederick Roberts, gathering a 
force of over 9,000 picked men, 
marched to the relief of Candaliar, 
allowing Abdurrahman Khan to 
occupy Cabul, and leaving to Ge¬ 
neral Stewart the duty of leading 
back the rest of the British troops 
by the Khyber to the Punjab. Sir 
Frederick Roberts, cut off from 
direct communication with his 
countrymen, disappeared, as it 
were, from human ken for three 
weeks, during which time the na¬ 
tional anxiety was extreme. At 
length he emerged victorious from 
the trackless region between Cabul 
and Candalmr. Immediately, he 
grappled -with Ayoob Khan, and 
inflicted on that pretender a crush¬ 
ing defeat. On the return of Sir 
Frederick Roberts to England ho 
was loaded with honours j he was 
presented with the freedom of the 
city of London, received the thanks 
of Parliament, and was created a 
baronet. In Feb. 1881, he was 
ajipointed to succeed Sir George 
Colley in the command of the 
troops in Natal and the Transvaal, 
but peace was concluded with the 
Boers before his arrival in the 
colony. He was afterwards ap¬ 
pointed a member of the Council 
of Madras, and commanded the 
troops in that Presidency from 
1881-5, and since then has been 
Commander-in-chief in India. On 
the death of Sir H. Macpherson 
(Oct. 1886), Sir F. Roberts assumed 
the command of the Burmese ex¬ 
pedition. To the Nineteenth Cen¬ 
tury for Nov. 1882, he contributed 
an article on the Present State 
of the Army,” thus supplying the 
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.sequel to au interesting speech j 
which lie lmd delivered at the j 
Mansion House about two years 
before. < 

ROBERTSON. George Croom, was 
born at Aberdeen, March 10th, ! 
1842, and cduented at Aberdeen 
Grammar School, and gradual eel 
M.A. in Aberdeen University in 
1861. He became Ferguson Ethi¬ 
cal Scholar later in same year, and 
continued his studies at University 
College London and the Universi¬ 
ties of Berlin and Gottingen, and 
in Paris, till the end of 1863. He 
was Assistant-professor of Greek , 
in the University of Aberdeen j 
from 1861 to I860, and Professor j 
of Philosophy of Mind and Logic ! 
in University College, London, from 
Dec. 1866. He has been succes¬ 
sively Philosophical Examiner in 
the University of London from 

1868 to 1873, and again from 1SS3; j 
in the University of Aberdeen from ! 

1869 to 1872 and 1878 to 1881, and j 
in the University of Cambridge I 
(Moral Sciences Tripos) 1S77-8. 
Prof. Robertson is editor (in con¬ 
junction with Prof. A. Bain) of 
Grote’s posthumous work, " Aris¬ 
totle,” published 1872; Editor of 
Mind ; A Quarterly Review of Psy¬ 
chology mid Philosophy, from its 
start in Jan. 1876 j and the Author of 
“Hobbes” (“Blackwood's Philo¬ 
sophical Classics”), 1880. He has 
also written much in Mind, and 
contributed to “ Encyclopaedia 
Britannicn ” (9th ed.). 

ROBINSON, A. Mary R., the elder 
daughter of Mr. George F. Robin¬ 
son, F.S.A., was born at Leaming¬ 
ton, Feb. 27,1857. For seven years 
she studied at University College, 
giving especial attention to Greek 
literature. She has published a 
volume of verses, "A Handful of 
Honeysuckles,’*187S; ■■ The Crowned 
Rippolytus,” a translation of Euri¬ 
pides, I860; “Arden,” a novel, and 
rt Emily Bronte,” and <f Marguerite 
Queen of Navarre ” in the “Eminent 
Women Series,” 1883? "The New 
Arcadia, and other poems,” 1884*, 


and “An Italian Garden/’ 1886. 
Her younger sister, Frances Mabel 
Robinson, lias lately won distinc¬ 
tion as the author of two novels, 
'* Mr. Butler’s Ward ” and “ Dis¬ 
enchantment.” 

ROBINSON, The Right Hon. 
Sir Hercules George Robert, 
G.C.M.G., second son of Captain 
Hercules Robinson, born in 1821, 
and educated at the Royal Military 
College, Sandhuisl, held, for some 
years, a commission in the 87th 
Foot, but retired from the service 
in 1810, and was employed in vari¬ 
ous capacities in the Civil Service 
in Ireland until 1852. He was ap¬ 
pointed President of Montserrat in 
1851, Lieutenant-Governor of St. 
Christopher’s in 1855, succeoded 
Sir John Bowring as Governor of 
Hong Kong in 1859, when he re¬ 
ceived the honour of knighthood, 
was promoted to the governorship 
of Ceylon in Jan. 1865, and to the 
governorship of New South Wales 
in March, 1872. Iu Aug. 1874, he 
proceeded to the Fiji Islands for 
the purpose of settling matters 
between the British Government 
and the native power. On Oct. 15 
he accepted the unconditional ces¬ 
sion of the islands, annexed them 
to the British Empire, and hoisted 
the British flag. For some time he 
retained in his own hands the 
general supervision of the Provi¬ 
sional Government which he estab¬ 
lished. In Jan. 1875 he was 
created a Grand Cross of the Order 
of SS. Michael and George, in re¬ 
cognition of his services in connec¬ 
tion with the cession of the Fiji 
Islands. He was, in Dec, 1878, 
appointed Governor of New Zea¬ 
land, in succession to the Marquis 
of Normanby. He was appointed 
Governor of the Cape of Good Hope 
in the place of Sir Bartlo Frere/ln 
Aug. 1880. Except for hia un¬ 
fortunate disagreement with Sir 
Charles Warren as to the settle¬ 
ment ofBechuanaland, Sir Hercules 
Robinson’s rule has been not only 
successful but comparatively trail- 
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quil. On May 22, 1S83, lie was 
sworn of the Privy Council, and in 
188G was appointed High. Com¬ 
missioner to examine into tlie state 
of Mauritius, where the quarrel be¬ 
tween tlie Governor (Sir John Pope 
Hennessey) and the Colonial Secre¬ 
tary (Mr. Clifford Lloyd) had 
caused a grave scandal. The result 
of tins inquiry was tlie suspension 
of tlie Governor in Dec. 188G. 

ROBINSON, John Charles, horn 
1824, formerly Art Superintendent 
of the South Kensington Museum, 
at present holds office in Her Ma¬ 
jesty's household as Crown Sur¬ 
veyor of Pictures, is an F.S.A., 
Hon. Member of the Academy of 
St. Luke in Romo, Florence, 
Bologna, Madrid, Lisbon, Ac., and 
a Knight Commander of the Order 
of Isabella la Catolica and of Sant¬ 
iago of Spain and Portugal, After 
several years’study as an architect, 
Mr, Robinson proceeded to Paris 
and became pupil of the eminent 
historical painter Drolling. On 
his return, he received an ap¬ 
pointment in the Government 
school of design as Master of the 
School of Art at Hanley, Staf¬ 
fordshire Potteries (1817). In 
1852 he was called to London to 
assist in the development of the 
newly-created Science and Art De¬ 
partment, founded under the 
auspices of the Prince Consort, and 
1858 the organisation of the Art 
Museum at Marlborough House, 
afterwards transferred to South 
Kensington, was entrusted to him. 
In this important post Mr. Robin¬ 
son remained till 18G9, and the coun¬ 
try owes to him the acquisition of an 
immense mass of varied aid: treasures 
gleaned from every part of Europe, 
where, especially in Italy and in 
the Spanish peninsula, a great 
portion of every successive year was 
spent in lengthy expeditions, 
during which the remotest corners 
of theso countries were minutely 
explored. The system of circu¬ 
lating objects of art from the cen¬ 
tral musexun to provincial institu¬ 


tions was, moreover, first suggested 
and carried into effect by Mr. 
Robinson in the early years of his 
tenure of office. In 1802 Mr, 
Robinson suggested and carried 
out the special loan exhibition of art 
treasures, in connection with the 
General Industrial Exhibition of 
that year, an example which lias 
since been repeatedly followed, but 
perhaps never surpassed in in¬ 
terest or importance, in Prance, 
Germany, and other continental 
countries. In association with the 
HarquiB d’Azeglio, Italian Minister 
in London, and the late Baron 
Marochctti, Mr. Robinson founded, 
and for many years directed as 
Hon. Secretary, the well known 
u Pine Arts Club/’ now the Bur¬ 
lington Pine Arts Club. In IS GO 
he resigned his appointment at 
South Kensington on a retiring 
pension, but he has since not 
ceased to render from year to year 
disinterested services to that in¬ 
stitution, in the promotion of 
notable acquisitions and the forma¬ 
tion of special loan collections^ c. Tu 
1881, on tho resignation of Mr. 
Redgrave, R.A., the Queen con¬ 
fided the post of Crown Surveyor 
of Pictures to Mr. Robinson, the 
office being that of art adviser in 
the Lord Chamberlain's Depart¬ 
ment, and comprising tho super¬ 
vision and control not only of the 
pictures, but of nearly all the art 
treasures of the Crown, in tho 
various xoyal palaces, including 
the Hampton Court Gallery. 
Amongst the great number of Mr. 
Robinson’s published works in 
diverse branches of art may he 
specified the catalogue of tho Sou- 
lagos Collection, that of the Art 
Treasures Exhibition of 1SG2, and 
of the Italian Sculpture collections 
of the South Kensington Museum, 
all prefixed by lengthy original in¬ 
troductory essays. In 1870 Mr. 
Robinson, at the request of the 
Oxford University authorities, 
wrote "a critical account of the 
drawings of Michel Angelo and 
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Raffaolle in the university gal¬ 
leries/' an elaborate work, the im¬ 
portance of which has obtained 
universal recognition, more espe¬ 
cially on the Continent. An essay 
un the early Portuguese school of 
painting, undei taken on the head of 
extjn&ive original researches in the 
country by de&ire of his Majesty 
the King Regent Bon Fernando, 
was immediately translated into 
Portuguese, and re-issued by the 
Lisbon Academy, and it remains 
one of the most important con¬ 
tributions made to the history of 
Art in Portugal. Very numerous 
contributions in the shape of letters 
and essays on various branches of 
art have also for a long series of 
years been contributed by Mr. 
Robinson to the columns of the 
Times newspaper. 

ROBINSON, John Richard, bom 
at Witlmni, Essex, Nov. 2, 1823, 
and son of the Rev. R. Robinson, 
became connected at an early 
age with provincial journalism. 
On coming to London in IS 16 he 
joined the paper which had been 
known as Douglas Jerraid's Neica- 
p (per, and soon afterwards under¬ 
took the editor&hip of the Evening 
Express, This was the property of 
the Daily News, and Mr. Robinson 
soon took an active part in the 
conduct of the morning paper. On 
the change of proprietorship in 
18G8, when the Daily News joined 
the ranks of the penny papers, he 
was appointed sole manager. On 
the outbreak of the Franco-German 
War in 3870 ho developed an 
effective system of special corre¬ 
spondence, and in his selection of 
writers, as well as in his method of 
organisation, was very successful. 
His management during the cam¬ 
paign in Ashtinti, the Zulu war, and 
the Kusso-Turkish war, was distin¬ 
guished by equal initiative faculty 
and fertility of resource. During 
the Franco-German war Mr. Robin¬ 
son suggested that a fund should 
be raised for the relief of the French 
peasants in the occupied districts 


of the North-WV-rt, and upwards of 
£20,000 was subscribed under liis 
auspices, the whole of which was 
distributed without one shilling 
being taken from the fund lur ex¬ 
penses.

ROCHESTER, Bishop of. (tfec

ROGERS, The Rev. William, son of 
■William L. Rogers, Polioe Magis¬ 
trate, was born in London in 1819, 
and educated at Eton and at 
Balliol College, Oxford, where he 
took his B.A. degree in 1810, in 
which year he rowed in the Univer¬ 
sity Boat Race. In 1843 he was 
appointed curate at Fulham, and 
in 1811 Incumbent of St. Thomas, 
Charterhouse. In 1863 he was 
appointed Rector of St. Botolph, 
Bishopsgate, which post he has 
held ever since. He is also Chap¬ 
lain in Ordinary to the Queen, 
and Prebendary of St, Paul’B Ca¬ 
thedral. Mr, Rogers has always 
taken on active part in promoting 
education and founded the schools 
of St. Thomas’s, Charterhouse and 
Golden Lane, and established the 
middle class schools in Cowper 
Street, Finsbury. He is also a 
Governor of Dulwiclx College and 
Chairman of the Board appointed 
in 1857. 

ROMANES, George John, F.R.S., 
bom in Kingston, Canada, May 
20th, 1848, son of the late Rev. Pro¬ 
fessor Romanes, M.A.,LL.D., spent 


his boyhood in London, France, 
Germany, and Italy, being educated 
by tutors and in private schools. 
In 1867 ho entered Gonville and 
Caius College, Cambridge, where 
lie became a scholar in natural 
science. In 1870 he graduated in 
natural science honours, was Bur¬ 
ney Prize essayist in 1873, and 
Croomian Lecturer to the Royal 
Society in 1875. Having published 
a series of papers in the " Philoso¬ 
phical Transactions” on the ner¬ 
vous system of Medusa*, he was 
elected a Fellow of the Royal 
Society in 1879. Subsequently he 
has continued to contribute papers 
both to the “ Transactions " and to 
the “Proceedings" of the Royal 
and other learned societiesj and in 
1881 was again appointed Croomian 
Lecturer on the locomotor system 
of Echinodermata. Shortly after¬ 
wards he became Zoological Secre¬ 
tary to the Linncean Society, and 
received the honorary degree of 
LL.D. from the University of 
Aberdeen. While still at Cam¬ 
bridge he formed an intimate 
friendship with the late Mr. Dar¬ 
win, and has ever since continued 
to be an ardent member of the 
Darwinian school. He has particu¬ 
larly devoted himself to extending 
Darwinian teaching in the domain 
of psychology, in which work he has 
beenassistedhyMr. Darwin having 
left him his MSS. “Animal Intelli¬ 
gence,” “Mental Evolution in 
Animals,” and “ Mental Evolution 
in Man/’ constitute the instal¬ 
ments in which Mr. Romanes is 
publishing his researches in this 
direction. Of these instalments, 
the first two have already ap¬ 
peared, and been translated into 
foreign languages j the third is 
still in course of preparation. His 
recently published number of the 
** International Scientific Series,” 
entitled * r Jelly-fish, Star-fish, and 
Sea-urchins," is a popular exposi¬ 
tion of his Royal Society papers 
before mentioned. Mr. Romanos 
is an active contributor to periodical 
3 ~ 
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literature on matters of scientific 
and philosophic interest. He is 
also -well known as a Lecturer at 
the Royal Institution, London 
Institution,, and elsewhere. In 
particular, it may be noticed that 
he gavo the evening lecture in 
Biology before the British Asso¬ 
ciation in Dublin, and the Bede 
Lecture, in 1885, in Cambridge. 
During the present year ho has 
boen constituted Rosebery Lecturer 
to the University of Edinburgh. 

ROSA, Carl, was born at Ham¬ 
burg, March 22, 1812. He began 
to learn the violin at an extremely 
early age, and when eight years old 
made his debut. Subsequently he 
was a pupil in the Conserva¬ 
toire of Leipzig. Thence he pro¬ 
ceeded to Paris, winning a prize 
at a competition of Conservatoire 
pupils. Returning to his native 
city, he was appointed conductor 
of the Philharmonic and gave a 
successful Hories of popular con¬ 
certs of chamber music. Next lie 
visited the United States, where 
ho was engaged by the late Mr. 
Bateman, to conduct a conceit 
tour. There Mr. Rosa married 
Madame Parepa, the leading singer 
of the company 5 and afterwards 
he undertook the production of 
opera on his own account. The 
extraordinary success which at¬ 
tended tho English Opera season 
in America iu 1871-72 led to the 
determination to make an essay in 
England. In 1872 Mr. Rosa and 
his wife, with a strong company, 
came to this country, and after a 
brilliant tour in tho provinces, 
preparations were made for the 
production of "Lohengrin” with 
English text, at Drury Lane (1874), 
when the death of Madame Parepa- 
Rosa brought the enterprise to an 
abrupt termination. Mr. Rosa, 
however, subsequently resolved to 
resume the task, and on Sejjt. 11. 
1875, inaugurated a seven weeks 1 
most successful season of opera 
at the Princess's Theatre. After 
making another tour in the pro¬ 


vinces, and in Ireland, he returned 
to London in the autumn of 1870, 
this time taking the Lyceum 
Theatre. Ho has since givon 
series of operatic performances 
at the Adelphi, at Her Majesty’s 
Theatre and at the Drury Lane 
Theatre. At Her Majesty's Theatre 
Mr. Rosa produced in one season 
f ‘ Plying Dutchman,’ 1 "Rienzi/ 1 
"Lohengrin, 11 and u Tannlilliwor ” 
by Wagner. The great merit of 
Mr. Rosa, is, that he has given a 
groat impetus to English native 
art. It is he who has created a 
growing appetite for the perform¬ 
ances of operas in English, and 
who has, moreover, fostered the 
compositions of English musicians. 
The result of this is great activity 
among English Composers who, by 
Mr. Rosa’s efforts, are stimulated 
to write such works, and aro re¬ 
paid for their pains by finding a 
home for their musical inventions. 
Operas like Mr. Goring Thomas's 
f ‘ Esmeralda,” and “ Nadeshda/’ 
Villiers Stanford’s w Canterbury 
Pilgrims/ 1 and Mackenzie’s Co¬ 
lombo,, 11 are ft credit to England, 
and have already met with merited 
success on the Continent. 

ROSCOE, 8ir Henry Enfield, M.P., 
E.R.S., LL.D,, born Jan. 7, 1833, in 
London, is grandson of William 
Roscoe, Esq., of Liverpool, and son 
of Henry Roscoe, Esq., barristor-at- 
law. He was educated at Liver¬ 
pool High School, University Col¬ 
lege, London, and Heidelberg. 
(B.A., London, 1852) j was ap¬ 
pointed Professor of Chemistry at 
Owen's College, Victoria Univer¬ 
sity, Manchester, in 1858; elected 
a Pellow of the Royal Society in 
1803; and received the Royal 
Medal of that Society in 1873, " for 
his chemical researches, more espe¬ 
cially for his investigations of tho 
chemical action of light, and of*the 
combinations of Vanadium." Pro¬ 
fessor Roscoe has published several 
series of investigations on tho 
Measurement of the Chemical Ac¬ 
tion of Light in conjunction with 
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Protestor Bunsen, of Heidelberg, 
and is author of many papers in 
the I >hil o:~oplucnl Tran Pactions and 
siiontilic journals on other sub¬ 
jects ; ali-o of ,r hi ‘r?ond in Elemen¬ 
tary Chemistrysince translated 
into German, Russian, llungaiian, 
Italian, Hindoo, and Japanese, and 
repul dished in America ; tf Lectures 
on Spectrum Analysis," 1800, -1th 
edit. 1885; and, conjointly with 
Professor Scliorleinmer, F.R.S., of 
a n Treatise on Chemistry," 4 vols., 
1877-85, in which the facts and 
principles of the science are moro 
fully expounded than in the smaller 
work. The University of Dublin 
conferred upon him the honorary 
degree oi LL.D, in 1S/8, that of 
Cambridge in 1883, and that of 
Montreal in 1881, and lie is hono¬ 
rary member of the German Chemi¬ 
cal Society, and of many foreign 
academics. He is joint editor with 
Professors Huxley and Balfour 
Stewart of Macmillan's Science 
Primer Series, and author of the 

Chemistry Primer,” Hu has for 
many years acted us Exuminer in 
Chemistry to the Science and Art 
Department. In 1880 he was 
elected President of the Chc-mical 
Society of London; in 1881 Presi¬ 
dent of the Society of* Chemical 
Industry, of which he is one of the 
founders; and in 1882, President 
of the Literary and Philosophical 
Society of Manchester, and a mem¬ 
ber of the Royal Commission on 
Technical Instruction. At the 
geneial election, Nov. 1885, ho won 
the seat for South Manchester for 
the Liberal puity, of which he is 
a staunch supporter. In 1880 he 
was elected again. 

BOSE. Sir John, Bakt., G.C.M.G., 
M.A., was horn in Aberdeenshire, 
and emigrated to Canada in 1S30. 
On the outbreak of the rebellion 
there in 1837 he took an active part 
ns a Volunteer in its suppression 
—iirat in the Frontier Regiment at 
Huntingdon, and, during the se¬ 
cond jear, in the Montreal Rifles. 
He was Assistant Recorder of the 


Court Martial established for the 
trial of offences occurring during 
the insurrection. Ho was called to 
the Bar of Lower Canada in 1812, 
rising to the potation of Queen’s 
Counsel in 1-.17 Tn 1857 he took 
office o ^ Solioitor-Geucr.il, wild en¬ 
tered Parliament for the eity of 
Montreal at the general el* ction 
occurring that year. He became 
Receiver-General of Canada in 
1S58, and Minister of Public Works 
in 1859, and in that capacity had 
charge of the arrangements during 
the visit of His Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales to Canada, uml in 
the following year those for H.E.IL 
the Duke of Edinburgh. Ho con¬ 
tinued to^ represent the eity of 
Montreal in Parliament until 1807, 
when, at the General Election for 
the First Parliament under the 
Federation Act, lie selected the 
county of Huntingdon, for which ho 
was twice returned. He was chosen 
by the Protestant Educational in¬ 
terests of Lower Canada to proceed 
to England as their delegate dur¬ 
ing the Bitting of the Canadian 
Conference in London, which re¬ 
sulted in the Federation Act of 
1807. He became Finance Minister 
and a member of the Queen's Privy 
Council for Canada in 1807. Dur¬ 
ing his membership he passed 
measures for the Abolition of the 
Usury Laws in Canada; took an 
active part ip. promoting bills for 
the organization of the Militia and 
defensive force of the Dominion, 
also measures for the organization 
of the various departments of the 
Civil Service; and many fiscal 
measures affecting the shipping 
and commercial interests and the 
revenues of the Dominion. In 
lfctf7 he wfos charged by the Go¬ 
vernor-General of Canada, on 
behalf of Ht-r Majesty's Govern¬ 
ment, to make a confidential ex¬ 
amination into the alleged griev¬ 
ances of the Province of Nova 
Scotia. He wus selected by the 
Dominion Government in 18t»9 to 
proceed to Washington to confer 
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with tho Government of the United 
States on the subject of Reciprocal 
Trade; the questions of the Fishe¬ 
ries, Copyright and Patent laws; 
tho Navigation of tho St. Law¬ 
rence, and the Extradition of 
Criminals. In 1861 ho was named 
Commissioner of the Imperial Go¬ 
vernment under the Convention 
with the United States of July, 
1863, for the settlement of claims 
arising out of tho Oregon Treaty 
of 1846, the duties of which Com¬ 
mission were not completed until 
1869. He resigned offieo the fol¬ 
lowing year and removed to Eng¬ 
land, where he became a partner 
in tbe London banking firm of 
Morton, Rose & Co., and for some 
years was recognized as Canada's 
unofficial representative in Eng¬ 
land. In consideration of Mb 
public services he was created 
K.C.M.G. in 1870. The relations 
between Great Britain and the 
United States having become much 
strained, from many causes, arising 
out of the Civil War in the latter 
country, he was requested in 1870 
by Her Majesty's Government to 
proceed on a confidential mission 
to Washington, with the view of 
ascertaining whether some basis 
could not be arrived at for the 
friendly settlement of their differ¬ 
ences. These confidential negocia- 
tions were embodied in an informal 
Convention, wMch resulted in the 
Treaty of Washington, and ulti¬ 
mately in the complete effacement 
of all caxxsos of dispute between 
the two countries. In recognition 
of his services in these negociations 
he was made a Baronet, and re¬ 
ceived the thanks of Her Majesty's 
Government- Since Ms residence 
in England he has been a member 
of various Royal Commissions, in¬ 
cluding tbe Copyright Commission 
of 1876; the Extradition Commis¬ 
sion of 1876 i the Commission for 
the Paris ExMbition in 1878, and 
the Australian Exhibition in 1870 j 
the Fisheries Exhibition of 1883; 
find the Health ExMbition of 1884; 


and was Chairman of the Finance 
Committee of the Colonial and 
Indian Exhibition of 1886. He 
was appointed by H.R.H. the 
Prince of Wales a Trustee of the 
Royal College of Music j and be¬ 
came a Member of tho Council of 
the Duchy of Cornwall and its 
Receiver-General in 1883. He was 
created a Grand Cross of the Order 
of St. Michael and St. George in 
1878. For the last ten years he 
has also taken an active part in 
City affairB in connection with 
various financial and other institu¬ 
tions. He is a Director of the 
London and Westminster Bank; 
of the Royal Exchange Assurance 
Corporation; is Deputy-Governor 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company, and 
Chairman of the South Australian 
Company. 

ROSEBERY (Earl of). The Right 
Hon. Archibald Philip Primrose, son 
of the late Archibald Lord Dal- 
meny by Lady Catharine Lucy 
Wilhelmina, only daughter of the 
fourth Earl Stanhope, was born in 
London in 1847, and received his 
education at Eton, and at Christ 
Church, Oxford. He succeeded to 
the title on the death of Ms grand¬ 
father, the fourth Earl of Rosebery 
in 1868. The first time he ever 
spoke in public was in 1871, when, 
at the opening of Parliament, ho 
was selected by the Prime Minister, 
Mr. Gladstone, to second the ad¬ 
dress in reply to tbe speech from 
the throne. Ho soon took a 
decided position on the question of 
national education, and when the 
Government Education Bill for 
Scotland was beforo tbe House of 
Peers, he moved an amendment to 
it by which he aimed at the exclu¬ 
sion of catechisms from public 
schools. Ho also spoke in the same 
session on Lord Russell’s motion 
regarding the Alabama Treaty; 
and be was appointed Commissioner 
to inquire into Endowments in 
Scotland. In the session of 1873 
Lord Rosebery was much engaged 
in an endeavour to obtain a Com- 
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mittee of Inquiry on the supply of 
horses in this country. lie moved 
for, and obtained the Committee, 
and was made the chairman of the 
same. It may be said that to the 
labours of that Committee the re¬ 
mission of the taxes on horses is 
fairly due. During the session of 
1874 Lord Rosebery moved for, and 
was made the chairman of, a Com¬ 
mittee on the Scotch and Irish Re¬ 
presentative Peerages. He was 
President of the Social Science 
Congress which met at Glasgow 
Oct* 1, 1874. On Nov. 16, 1878, he 
was elected Lord Rector of the 
University of Aberdeen in succes¬ 
sion to Mr. W. E. Forster. In 
Nov. 1880, he was elected Lord 
Rector of the University of Edin¬ 
burgh, but he did not deliver his 
inaugural address till Nov. 4,1882. 
He was appointed Under-Secretary 
of State for the Home Department 
in Aug. 18S1, in succession to Mr. 
Leonard Courtney, who waB trans¬ 
ferred to the Colonial Office. His 
lordship resigned the Under-Secre¬ 
taryship in June, 1883, and in Nov. 
1884, became First Commissioner 
of Works in succession to Mr. 
Shaw-Lefevro, who succeeded Mr. 
Fawcett as Postmaster-General. 
In Mr. Gladstone's next Govern¬ 
ment (1886) Lord Rosebery was 
appointed Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs; and won general 
approval, at home and abroad, for 
the firmness with which he con¬ 
ducted the difficult questions aris¬ 
ing out of the Servo-Bulgarian war 
and the Greek desire for a territo- 
torial indemnity. He married, 
March 20, 1878, Hannah, only child 
of Baron Meyer de Rothschild. 

BOSS, Alexander Milton, M.D.,was 
born at Belleville, Ontario, Canada, 
Dec, 13, 1832. While yet a boy he 
went to New York, and after many 
reverses became a compositor on 
the Evening Post, then edited and 
owned by Wm, Citllen Bryant. In 
1851 he began the study of medi¬ 
cine, taking his degree in 1855. 
From 1855 to the outbreak of the 


Civil War he took an active part in 
the anti-slavery agitation. During 
that war he served for a short time 
as surgeon in the Federal army, 
and was subsequently employed by 
President Lincoln as confidential 
correspondent in Montreal. He 
afterwards became a member of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons 
of Quebec and Ontario, He was 
one of the founders of the Society 
for the Diffusion of Physiological 
Knowledge in 1881; and in 1885 
attempted to prevent the small-pox 
epidemic by directing public atten¬ 
tion to the sanitary condition of 
Montreal. He has been a member 


of the British Association of Science 
for fifteen years, and of the Ameri¬ 
can and French Associations for 
eleven years, and is a Fellow of n 
number of scientific societies. Ho 
has been knighted by the Emperor 
of Russia, King of Italy, King of 
Greece, King of Portugal, King of 
Saxony, and Shah of Persia, and 
has received many other honours. 
For many years he has been emi¬ 
nent as a naturalist, devoting 
special attention to the ornithology, 
ichthyology, botany and entomo¬ 
logy of Canada. He has published 
n Recollections of an Abolitionist," 
1867 ; “ Birds of Canada,” 18/2 ; 
"Butterflies and Moths of Canada," 
1873 ; " Flora of Canada," 1873 j 
"Forest Trees of Canada," 1874; 
"Mammals, Reptiles and Fresh¬ 
water Fishes of Canada," 1878; and 
lesser writings. He is at present 
Treasurer and Commissioner of 
Agriculture of the Province of 
Ontario. 

BOSS, Lieut-Gen. Sir John, 
K.C.B., born at StonehouBe, Cum¬ 
berland, March 18,1829, began his 
service on April 14,1816, when he 
joined the Rifle Brigade as second 
lieutenant. As adjutant of the 2nd 
battalion, this officer was present at 
Alma and Inkerman, and received 


a brevet majority with three medals 
for his services in the Crimea. Ht* 


was engaged in the suppression of 
the [mban Mutiny, and after sery- 
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ing with liis battalion at tlio action 
of Cuwnpore and capture of Luck¬ 
now, ho raised ft camel corps., which 
lio commanded with Bignal success 
in the Ceutial Indian campaign 
under Sir Hugh Rose. For theso 
services he obtained a brevet lieu¬ 
tenant-colonelcy, medal and C.B. 
He was present at the action of 
Shuhkudder with the Rifle Brigade 
in Jan. 1SC4, for which he was 
granted the North-Western Fron¬ 
tier modal; and commanded the 
Bengal troops in the Perak expedi¬ 
tion of 1875-G, for which he received 
a clasp to the above medal. In 
1878 he was selected to command 
the brigade of Indian troops which, 
during the Eastern crisis, was 
brought to Malta, ho having at that 
time the command of the Calcutta 
District Brigade, which he resumed 
on bis return to India. From this 
hen ns appointed to the command 
of the Reserve Division of the 
Afghanistan Field Foicc undor Sir 
Frederick Roberts, with whom, in 
1880, he made the march fruin 
Ctibul to Cnndahar, in command of 
the Infantry Brigades, for which 
services lie received the Afghan 
medal and Star for Candahar, waB 
made Knight Commander of the 
Bath, and received the thanks of 
both honses of Parliament. In 1881 
he was placed in command of tbe 
Poonnh Division of the Bombay 
Aimy, which ho relinquished in 
1880, on promotion to the rank of 
lieutenant-general. 

ROSSETTI, Christina Georgina, 
was born in London, Dec. 1880, 
and educated at home. She is the 
daughter of the well-known com¬ 
mentator on Dante, and sister of 
Dante Gabriel, William Michael, 
nnd Maria Rossetti. Miss Rossetti 
is the author of “Goblin Market, 
and other Poems/ 1 18G2; “The 
Prince's Progress, and other 
Poems/ 1 I860; ‘ r Commonplace and 
other Short Stories, in Prose/ 1 1870 ; 
“Sing Song, a Nursery Rhyme-

ROSSETTI, William Michael, 
brother of Dante Gabriel and Chris¬ 
tina Georgina Rossetti, was born 
in London, Sept. 25, 1820, and 
educated at King's College School, 
London. He was appointed in Feb. 
1815, to an extra Clerkship in the 
Excise Office, London (now the In¬ 
land Revenue Office), and became 
in July, 1SG9, Assistant-Secretary 
in the same office. In March, 1874, 
he married Lucy, elder daughter 
of Ford Madox Brown, the painter. 
She is an artist, and has exhibited 
at the Royal Academy. Mr. Ros¬ 
setti has been a critic of fine nit 
and literature since 1850. Ho hns 
acted in that capacity (principally 
as regards Fine Art) tor the Ctilic, 
Spectator, Reader, Sutmday Rwicw, 
London Reviciv , Chronicle (weekly). 
Ft aser’a Magazine, Academy , Athe¬ 
na um, and Encyrlopccdia B) itannica . 
He was much mixed up (along with 
his brother, Millais, Holman Hunt, 
Woolner, and two others) in the 
“ Pree-Raphaelite 11 movement in 
fine art, from its commencement in 
1848 j and he edited and wrote in 
The Geirn , the magazine got up by 
tbe Proe-Raphaelites in 1850. He

Mr. Rossetti 
edited this last-named series, 1870 
to 1875, including 2 vols. of Ameri¬ 
can poems and humorous poems. 
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selected. He also edited., with a 
full memoir, the edition of Wm.

and issued a selection, in 18G8, of 
the Poems of Walt Whitman; like¬ 
wise works of different kinds, pub¬ 
lished by the "Early English Text 
Society, and the Chaucer Society. 
He is now Chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee of the Shelley Society. 
Among his other works are a poem 
of modern life, in blank verse, 
entitled, “Mrs. Holmes Grey,” 
published in The Broadway , about 
1SG9; and a “ Criticism of Swin¬ 
burne’s Poems and Ballads,” I860. 
Mr. Rossetti has delivered in 1875, 
&<?,, at Birmingham and elsewhere, 
lectures on Shelley’s Life and 
Poems, and on "The Wives of 
Poets.” 

ROSSI, Ernesto, an Italian actor, 
born ftt Leghorn, in 1829, received 
his early education in his native 
tow, und afterwards studied law 
in the University of Pisa. Having 
a great liking tor the stage, he used 
oiten to tako a part in amateur 
theatricals, and also in the per¬ 
formances of a regular dramatic 
company, that of Mnrchi. Sub¬ 
sequently he entered the dramatic 
school which had just been founded 
by Gustavo Modena. After having 
appeared at Milan, Turin, and other 
Italian cities, he went in 1853 with 
Mdlle. Eistori to Paris, where, by 
bis masterly acting, ho enabled the 
French public to appreciate the 
works of several Italian dramatists, 
and notably those of Goldoni. 
Signor Eossiachieved alike success 
at Vienna, and he then returned to 
his native country, where he estab¬ 
lished a dramatic company, of 
which he himself took the manage¬ 
ment. In 18G6 he paid a second 
visit to Paris, and appeared at the 
Theatre FrnnQois, on the occasion 
of the anniversary of Corneille, in 
an Italian translation of " The 
Cid.” After having visited Por¬ 
tugal and Spain, ho returned to 
Paris in 1875, and gave at the Salle 
Vent adorn*, with remarkable suc¬ 


cess, a series of Shaksperian repre¬ 
sentations, in which ho himself 
played the leading parte. He next 
visited London, where he met with 
an encouraging reception. M. 
Eossi, who has been styled the 
" Italian Talma,” is the author of 
some dramatic pieces of no great 
merit. He has been decorated 
with the cross of SS. Maurice and 
Lazarus, and with several foreign 
orders. 

ROST, Eeinhold, Pli.D., was born

Soon after his graduation he 
was elected a member of the Cam¬ 
bridge Philosophical Society, of 
the Geological Society, and of the 
Royal Googmphic.il Society j sub¬ 
sequently ho became a member of 
the Astronomical Society and a 
Fellow of the Royal Society. Ho 
is also an original membor of the 
London Mathematical Society, 
having been one of those who 
helped to establish it. In 1860 he 
was Moderator, and in 1861 Ex¬ 
aminer, for the Mathematical 
Tripos at Cambridge. In 1864 he 
married the eldest daughter of Sir 
G. B. Airy, K.C.B., the late Astro¬ 
nomer-Royal. In 1867 ho gained 
the Adams Prize for his essay on 
the Stability of Motion. The hono¬ 
rary degree of LL.D, was conferred 
upon him in 1879 by the University 
of Glasgow. In 1883 he was one 
of the first to take the degree of 
Doctor of Science, then established 
in the University of Cambridge for 
those who have "given proof of 
distinction by some original con¬ 
tribution to the advancement of 
science." He was elected Hono¬ 
rary Fellow of Peterhouse in the 
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same year. In 1881 Dr. Routli was 
appointed by the Crown a Fellow 
of the University of London, and 
is therefore now a member of the 
governing body of that university. 
Dr. Routh has written a book on

ROWS ELL, The Rev. Thomas 
James, M.A., Chaplain in Ordinary 
to the Queen, educated at Ton- 
bridge School, whence he took an 
exhibition, and then at St. John's 
College, Cambridge, was for seven¬ 
teen years engaged in the very 
laborious work of St. Peter's dis¬ 
trict, Stepney, one of the poor 
East-end parishes, and was ap¬ 
pointed, by the Bishop of London, 
Rector of St. Margaret's, Lothbury, 
in 1800. He has been threo times 
select preacher before the Univer¬ 
sity of Cambridge, and on several 
occasions preached at the spocial 
services in St. Paul's and West¬ 
minster Abbey. Having no paro¬ 
chial charge attached to hia bene¬ 
fice, Mr. Rowsell has been actively 
employed on the Committee of tho 
Bishop of London’s Fund, is Hono¬ 
rary Secretary of the Metropolitan 
Visiting Association, and of other 
societies in London. He was ap- 
2 >ointed Honorary Chaplain to the 
Queen in 1866, and one of Her

R 0 W T 0 N (Lord), Montagu 
William Lowry Oorry, second son of 
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the Right Hon. Henry Corry (son 
of the second Earl of Bchnore, and 
of Lady Harriet, daughter of the 
sixth Earl of Shaftesbury), was 
bom in London, Oct. 8, 1838. lie 
was educated at Harrow and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, taking 
his degree in 1SG0. Called to tho 
Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 18G3, he 
practised for three years on the 
Oxford Circuit, and in 18UG was 
officially appointed private Sec¬ 
retary to Mr. Disraeli, then 
Chancellor of tho Exchequer. 
After Mr*. Disraeli’s defeat in 
18G8 he declined offers of public 
appointments which were made to 
him, and rendered voluntary ser¬ 
vice to that statesman till his 
return to power in 1874, subse¬ 
quently continuing to act as 
Lord Beaconsfield’s private sec¬ 
retary till his death in 1881. Ho 
accompanied Lord Beaconsfield to 
the Congress of Berlin, being then 
appointed one of the joint-sec¬ 
retaries to the Special Embassy of 
Great Britain, and, at its close 
received the Companionship of the 
Bath. At the termination of Lord 
Beaconsfield’s Government in 1880, 
he was raised to the peerage, 
taking his title from his estate at 
Rowton Castle in Shropshire. Lord 
Beaconsfield bequeathed to Lord 
Rowton the whole of his letters, 
papers, documents, and manu¬ 
scripts, leaving it to his absolute 
discretion to destroy, preserve, or 
publish any of them, at such time 
as, in his uncontrolled judgment 
might seem fit. It was at first 
inferred from the terma of the 
bequest that Lord Beaconsfield 
had left behind him aome sort of 
diary or memoirs for publication. 
This has, unfortunately, proved 
not to bo the case, while research 
has made it clear that the manu¬ 
script which the testator bad in 
his mind was that of “ Endymion,” 
almost completed after the date of 
the signing of tho will, and after¬ 
wards published during the life of 
the writer. 


ROZE, Marie, operatic singer, 
was born March 2, 1830, in Paris, 
where her father M. Ponsin, a well 
known lawyer, had married a 
daughter of Count Iioze do la 
naye. From her earliest child¬ 
hood Marie lioze showed a passion 
for music, aud at the age of thir¬ 
teen, on the advice of Auber, she 
was sent to the Paris Conservatoire 
to study singing, where she speed¬ 
ily gained the highest lionuuis, 
aud w*as selected to sing before 
Napoleon III. In 18G7 she first 
appeared in the opera, singing the 
part of Ilorold’s tf Marie” with 
such success that she soon became 
the most popular actress and singer 
in Paris. At the end of threo 
years she 'withdrew from public 
performance for a time, in order 
to study the great operaB under 
Wortel, Gounod and Ainbruise 
Thomas; after W'liich she appeared 
as Marguerite in f ‘ Faust u at the 
Grand Opera with groat success. 
During the Franco-Prussian war 
and the siege of Paris, Mario Rozo 
remained in the city, turning her 
house into a hospital for wounded 
soldiers, and organizing numerous 
concerts for the benefit of the Bick 
and "wounded. At the end of the 
war she left Paris and made a 
tour throughout tho principal 
cities of Europe. In 1872 she 
first appealed in London, and 
for upwards of four yeais con¬ 
tinued to sing in the Italian 
Opeia. Tn 1877 she married 
Col. Hapleson, and in the tame 
year undertook a tour through 
America, which lasted over two 
years. Since her return she has 
continued to sing in operas and 
oratorios. 

RUBINSTEIN, Anion, a Russian 
piauist and composer, horn at 
Weehwoiynetz, on the frontier of 
Roumania, Nov, 30,1830 was taken 
to Moscow while quite a child, and 
studied the piano under Alexis 
Villoing, after having received 
preliminary instruction from his 
mother. He made his first appear- 
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ftnco in public when only eight 
years old, and at the age of ton 
went witli lii3 teacher to Paris, 
where he resided two years, per¬ 
forming at several concerts with a 
succeob which won for him the en¬ 
couragement and the advice of 
Liszt. Nest he visited England, 
Sweden, and Germany, At Berlin, 
where his relatives had determined 
to settle for some time, he studied 
composition under Dehn. On the 
completion of liis course of instruc¬ 
tion ho devoted himself for some 
time to teaching, first at Berlin 
and afterward-s at Vienna. He 
then returned to his native coun¬ 
try, where he was appointed pianist 
to the Grand-Duchess Helena, and 
subsequently director of the con¬ 
certs of the Russian Musical 
Society. In the spring of 18(38 he 
again visited Paris, anil he next 
came to London, achieving, in 
both capitals, a brilliant success 
us a pianist and dramatic com¬ 
poser. In 1872-3 he visited 
America. Since 1S(>7, Rubinstein 
has held no po^t, and spends his 
time in travelling and composing. 
Both in playing and in composition 
he aims at what may bo called the 
if grand style,” oxceiling more in 
splendour and sublimity than in 
correctness and delicacy of detail.

RUMBOLD, Sir Horace, Bart., 
fifth son of Sir William Rumbold, 
third baronet, was born in 1829, 
and entered the diplomatic service 
as Attache at Washington, Sept. 
1849. He was paid attache succes¬ 
sively at Stuttgardt and Vienna, 
and appointed secretary of Lega¬ 
tion in China in 1858. He held 
the same position at Athons, 1862, 
was transferred to Berne in 1861, 
but was iu charge of the Mission at, 
Athens during May and June, 18G4, 
and attended the King of the 
Hellenes on His Majesty’s first, 
journey to the Ionian Islands after 
their annexation to Greece. In 
1868 he proceeded to St. Peters¬ 
burg as secretary of Embassy • waa 
promoted to be Minister Resident 
and Consul-General in Chili, Oct. 
21, 1872, and Minister Resident at 
Berne, Jan. 17, 1872. On Aug. 15, 
1879, he was accredited Envoy Ex¬ 
traordinary and Minister Plenipo¬ 
tentiary to the A rgeutine Republic; 
to the King of Sweden and Norway, 
in 18S1 j and to the King of tho 
Hellenes, Dec. 17,1884. At Athens 
Sir H. Rumbold has had tho diffi¬ 
cult and unwelcome task of per¬ 
suading the Greeks that they must 
not make war j the persuasion, in 
1886, having to he accompanied 
with a forcible blockade of the 
Greek ports. 

RUSDEN, George William, was 
in 1819 appointed agent for the 
establishment of national schools 
in the Port Philip District, now 
Victoria, and afterwards Agent 
and Inspector of Sohools in New 
South Wales. When Victoria was 
separated from New South Wales 
in 1851, ho was made under-secre¬ 
tary, or chief clerk in the colonial 
secretary’s office j clerk of the 
executive council in 1852 j and in 
1856 was attached to the estab¬ 
lishment of a new constitution 
with the Houses of Legislature, 
as clerk of the Legislative Council, 
and Clerk of the Parliaments. 
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From 1853 till his retirement from 
tlio Civil Service in 1882, lie served 
as a magistrate, and "was for some 
time a member of the National 
Educational Board in Victoria. 
He lias been a member of the 
Council of tbe University of Mel¬ 
bourne since its foundation, and 
through his advocacy a Shakspere 
scholarship was founded. He is 
the author of "Moyarra: An 
Australian Legend;” "National 
Education " Discovery, Survey, 
and Settlement of Port Philip 
" Curiosities of Colonizationand 
two more important works—a “His¬ 
tory of New Zealand,” and a 
"History of Australia,” published 
iu London in 1883. Mr. Busden is 
a Fellow of the Eoyal Geographical 
Society, and a member of the Cor¬ 
poration of the Boyal Literary 
Fond in England. 

BUSKIN, John, M.A., LL.D,, son 
of a London merchant, was born 
in Hunter Street,BrunswiokSquare, 
London, in Feb. 1819, and was 
educated privately, and at Christ 
Church, Oxford, where he gained 
the Newdigate Prize in 1839. He 
then devoted himself to painting, 
and worked under Copley Fielding 
and J. D. Harding. A pamphlet 
in defence of Turner and the mo¬ 
dern English school of landscape¬ 
painting was his first effort in the 
cause of modern art, and it was 
enlarged into a standard work, en¬ 
titled "Modem Painters,” the first 
volume of which appeared in 1813. 
The author's success a9 a 'writer on 
art was decided by the warm recep¬ 
tion accorded to this volume, of 
which several editions have since 
been published. Mr. Buskin’s 
views, however, were combated with 
bitter asperity by some of the art 
critics of the day, who resented 
with an affeotation of contempt 
his free expression of dissont from 
the trammels of their school. In 
his Becond volume of " Modem 
Painters,” written after a residence 
in Italy, and published in 1840, he 
took a much wider survey of the 


subject originally entered upon, 
including the works of the great 
Italian painters, and discussed at 
length the merits of their respec¬ 
tive schools. This, his chief work, 
has been completed by the publica¬ 
tion of three additional volumes, 
the last of which, published in 
18(30, contains illustrations by him¬ 
self. Mr. Buskin temporarily di¬ 
verted his attention from the study 
of painting to that of architecture, 
and wrote "The Seven Lamps of 
Architectim),” published in 1849, 
as a first result, followed by the 
first volume of "The Stones of 
Venice,” in 1851 : the second and 
third volumes of which appeared in 
1853. The illustrations in the last- 
named productions, which excited 
some of the same professional hos¬ 
tility that his first publication 
evoked, displayed to much advan¬ 
tage hia artistic powers. Mr. Bus¬ 
kin has expounded his views both 
in lectures and in newspapers and 
reviews, having, as early as 1847, 
contributed articles to tlio Quarterly 
on Lord Lindsay's "Christian Art.” 
In 1851 he advocated Pre-Baphaelit- 
ism, in letters to the Times ; and in 
1853 he lectured in Edinburgh on 
Gothic Architecture. In addition 
to the above-mentioned works, Mr. 
Buskin has written "Notes on the 
Construction of Sheepfolds,” the 
"King of the Golden Kiver,” 
a story for children, illustrated by 
Hoyle, in 1851; " The Two Paths: 
Lectures on Architecture and 
Painting,” in 1854; "Notes to 
Pictures in the Boyal Academy, 
Nos. 1 to 5,” in 1854-9; "Giotto 
and his works in Padua,” written 
for the Arundel Society, of which 
he is a member, in 1855; " Notes 
on the Turner Collection,” in 1857; 
" Cambridge School of Art,” and 
" Lectures on Art: Political Econ¬ 
omy of Art,” in 1858; " Elements 
of Perspective,” and " Lectures on 
Art: Decoration and Manufacture,” 
in 1859; "Unto this Last: Four 
Essays,” republished from the 
CornhUl Magazine , in 1862; " Ethics 
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of tlie Dust: Ten Lectures j " " Se¬ 
same anti Lilies : Two Lectures \" 
and " Study of Architecture in our 
Schools/' in I 860 j ,r Crown of Wild 
Olive: Three Lectures/' in 1866; 
and ,f The Queen of the Air j being 
a Study of the Greek Myths of 
Cloud and Storm," To the Art 
Joumilhe contributed “TheCestus 
of Aglaia/' and he has written for 
various periodicals. Mr. Buskin 
was appointed Bede Lecturer, at 
Cambridge, in April, 1867, and the 
Senate conferred the degree of 
LL.D. upon him, May 15, He was 
also elected Slade Professor of Pine 
Art at Oxford, and in 1872 pub¬ 
lished "Aratra Pentelici; Six Lec¬ 
tures on the Elements of Sculture, 
given before the University of Ox¬ 
ford in Michaelmas Term, 1870/' 
In 1871 he proposed to devote 
.£5,000 for the purpose of an endow¬ 
ment to pay a master of drawing in 
the Taylor Galleries, Oxford, and 
this handsome offer was, with some 
modifications, accepted by the Uni¬ 
versity in Jan. 1872. He was re¬ 
elected to the Slade Professorship 
of Pine Art, March 1,187G. A col¬ 
lection of his letters, with a inoface 
by himself, was published in 3880, 
under the title of “ Arrows of the 
Chace." In 1883 he was again 
elected Slade Professor, and at his 
inaugural lecture was received with 
unprecedented enthusiasm. So 
great was the crowd that thronged 
to hear his lectures that it was im¬ 
possible to accommodate the audi¬ 
ence, and Prof. Buskin undertook 
to deliver each lecture twice. He 
was obliged to resign the post in 
1881 on account of failing health. 
Of late he has been issuing, in 
parts, his autobiography, under the 
title of " Prratcrita/' For several 
years he has lived in tranquil re¬ 
tirement at Brantwood, Coniston. 

BUSSELL, George William 
Erskine, son of Lord Charles James 
Pox Bussell, and grandson of John, 
sixth Duke of Bedford, was born 
Peb. 3,JLS53, at 16, Mansfield Street, 
Portland Place, and educated at 


Harrow and University College, Ox¬ 
ford,where he was Scholar and Prize¬ 
man. He graduated in honours, 
B.A. 1876, M.A. 1880. He entered 
the Inner Temple, 1875, and was 
elected Liberal member of Parlia¬ 
ment for Aylesbury, 1880 and 1885. 
He was Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Local Government Board 
1883-5, and is the author of * f Georgo 
Eliot," ,r The Trustees of Pos¬ 
terity/' and many other lec trues 
and essays. At the general elec¬ 
tion of 1885 he unsuccessfully 
contested the Fulham Division of 
Chelsea, and was again defeated as 
a Gladstone Liberal in 1886. Mr. 
Bussell's conspicuous success as a 
debater, his ready wit and great 
memory, made these defeats a 
matter of regret to opponents as 
well as friends. 

BUSSELL, William Howard, 
LL.D., horn at Lilyvale, Dublin, 
March 28, 1821 j was educated at 
a private school in Dublin, and at 
Trinity College. In 1843 he ac¬ 
cepted an engagement on the staff 
of the Times > and in 1844 was 
appointed to report on the potato 
famine in‘ reland. In 184G he 
entered the Middle Temple, and 
in 1850 was called to the bar, but 
soon gave up legal practice, in 
order to act as special corre¬ 
spondent to the Times during the 
Crimean war, being thus the first 
member of what has since become 
almost a profession. He was pre¬ 
sent at the battles of Alma, Bala¬ 
clava, and Inkermann in 1854, and 
witnessed the assaults on Sebas¬ 
topol on June 18 and Sept. 8 , 1855. 
His letters during this time were 
the chief means of making known 
to England the condition of the 
army, and the terrible hardships 
endured by the British soldiers iu 
the winter months. When the 
Indian mutiny broke out he pro¬ 
ceeded to Calcutta, and was with 
Lord Clyde, from the capture of 
Lucknow till the suppression of 
the mutiny, and served in Bohil- 
cund, Oude, &c., for which he 
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received the war medal with Luck¬ 
now olasp. In 1858 lie returned lo 
England, and established the Army 
and Navy Gazette, of which he is 
now editor and principal proprietor. 
In 1861 he was once more engaged 
as war correspondent, and went to 
the United States, but returned to 
England tho following year, where 
he remained until the outbreak of 
the Austrian war with Prussia, 
18G6. When war between France 
and Prussia was declared in 1870, 
Mr. Russell went to Berlin, and 
thence accompanied the staff of the 
Crown Prince, being present at the 
battle of Sedan, and at the siege 
and fall of Paris. In 1875 he 
was attached as Honorary Private 
Secretary to the staff of the Prince 
of Wales on his visit to India, and 
chronicled for the Times the prin¬ 
cipal incidents of tho Prince's tour. 
Mr. Russell has published rr Letters 
from the Crimea,” 1855-0 j "Diary 
in India/' “ My Diary North and 
South/' "Canada; its Defences,” 
" Rifle Clubs and Volunteer Corps,” 
"The Adventures of Dr. Brady,” 
" My Diary in the East,” rf Hespe- 
rothen: Notes from the West/’ 
1882. Mr. Russell unsuccessfully 
contested Chelsea in the Conserva¬ 
tive interest in 1869. 

RUTHERFORD, The Rev. William 
Gftinion, bom 1853, is the Bon of the 
Rev. Robert Rutherford, Newlands, 
Peeblesshire, and was educated 
at St. Andrew's University, and 
at Balliol College, Oxford, where 
he graduated M.A. in 1876. He 
also received the degree of LL.D. 
from St. Andrew’s in 1881-. He 
was ordained deacon by the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury in 1883, and 
priest by the Bishop of London in 
1885. He held a classical master¬ 
ship at St, Paul's School from 1876 
to 1883, when ho was appointed, 
without examination. Fellow and 
Prelector of University College, 
Oxford. In the samo year he be- 
pame Head-Master of Westminster 
School. In 1881 he published 
" The New Pbrynichus, a revised 


Text of the Eologa of tho (gram¬ 
marian Phrynichus, witli Intro¬ 
ductions, and a Commentary/' and 
in 1883 an edition of ff Tho Fables 
of Babrius, with Introductory Dis¬ 
sertations, Critical Notes, Com¬ 
mentary, and Lexicon.” The 
introductory chapters of the former 
work have been translated into 
Herman by Dr. A. Funok, at the 
instance of tho late Professor Georg 
Curfcius of Leipzig, under the title 
of "Zwei Abhaudlungon zur Ge- 
schichte dos Atticismus ” (Leipzig, 
1883). Besides those larger works, 
Mr. Rutherford has published 
several smaller books, of which 
the most important are " A First 
Greek Grammar/' which lias gono 
through many editions; and "Lex 
Rex; or, a Short Digest on the 
prinoixial Relations between Litin, 
Greek, and Anglo-Saxon Sounds.” 

RUTLAND (Duke of), Charles 
Ceoil John Manners, K.U., eldest 
son of the late duke, born May 16, 

1815, and educated at Eton and 
Trinity College, Cambridge; is 
honorary Colonel of tho Leicester¬ 
shire Militia, and Lord-Lieutenant 
of that county. As Marquis of 
Granby he was one of the members 
in the Conservative interest for 
Stamford from Ang. 1837, till July, 
1852, when he was returned for 
North Leicestershire, which he con¬ 
tinued to represent till he suc¬ 
ceeded his father in the dukedom, 
Jan. 20,1857. Ho opposed the Free 
Trade Measures of Sir Robert Peel 
in 184.5-G, and it is understood that 
the leadership of the Conservative 
party in the Lower House was 
offered to him on tho death of Lord 
G. Bentinck. nis Grace, who was 
Lord of the Bedchamber to the 
late Prince Albert from 1813 till 

1816, was made a Knight of tho 
Garter, Fob, 15, 1807. 

RYDBERG, Abraham Victor, a 
Swedish author,born at Jonkoepiug, 
December 18, 1829, was educated 
at Vexio, and in 1851 entered the 
University of Lund for a short 
time. Owing to pecuniary oirciun- 
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stances lie became a private tutor, 
and in 1855 joined the staff of the 
Goteborgs Itandels och SjofarU Ti il- 
ning. In 1876 he was instructed 
by the local government of Gotting- 
berg to inaugurate the philosophi¬ 
cal and historical conferences, 
which continue to be held annually. 
In 1877 he was elected to the 
Swedish Academy, and in the same 
year the University of Upsal con¬ 
ferred upon him the degree of 
doctor. lie has written "Friby- 
taren pu Ostersjon," 1857; “Sin- 
gralla, 18G4 ; " A Kristus i sin 
farttt" 1868;« Faust/' 1878 j " Dek- 
tar," 1882; and contributed exten¬ 
sively to the literary journals of 
his country. 

RYLE, The Sight Rev. John Charles, 
D.D., Bishop of Liverpool, eldest 
son of the late John Kyle, Esq., 
M.P., born near Macclesfield, in 
1816, educated at Eton and Christ 
Church, Oxford,where he graduated 
B. A. in 1836, was Craven University 
Scholar, and took a first-class in 
classical honours. Having been 
admitted into orders in 1841, lie 
was curate at Exbury, in the Hew 
Forest; was appointed Kector of 
St. Thomas's, 'Winchester, in 1843 j 
Kector of Helmingham, Suffolk, in 
1844; Yicar of Stradbroke, Suffolk, 
in 1861; Kural Dean of Hoxne, in 
1869 j and an honorary Canon of 
Norwich in 1871. He was nomi¬ 
nated to the Deanery of Salisbury 
by Lord Beaconsfield in March, 
1880, and soon afterwards the same 
statesman appointed him Bishop 
of Liverpool. He was consecrated 
in York Minster (June 11,1880). 
He is the author of "Expository 
Thoughts on the Gospels/' in 7 
vols., published in 1856-9 ; of 
" Plain Speaking, First and Second 
Series/' of "Hymns for the Church 
on Earth,” and " Spiritual Songs, 
First and Second Series/' in 1861; 
of " Christian Leaders a Hundred 
Years ago/' " Coming Events and 
Present Duties,” "Bishops and 
Clergy of other Days / 5 in 1869; 
of "Church Reform Papers," in 


1870; and of above 200 tracts on 
religious subjects, many of which 
have been reprinted in French, 
German, Dutch, Portuguese, 
Italian, Russian, Hindustani, and 
Chinese, Norwegian, Swedish, and 
Danish. Dr. Ryle is one of the 
leaders of the Evangelical School, 
and has had some difficulties with 
the High Church clergy of Liver¬ 
pool.

SAOHER - MAS OCH (Chevalier), 
Leopold von, novolist, born at Lem¬ 
berg, the capital of Austrian 
Poland, Jan. 27, 1836, is the son of 
an aulie councillor and police-direc¬ 
tor of Galicia. Having received a 
preliminary training at home he 
passed through the Normal School 
and the Gymnasium of his native 
city, studied philosophy at Gratz 
and Prague, obtained his Doctor's 
degree at the age of 19, and two 
years later became a private teacher 
of history in the University of 
Gratz. In 1857 lie published his 
historical account of " The Insur¬ 
rection in Ghent under Charles Y.” 
(Der Aufstand in Gent unter Karl 
V.)i and in 1866 his first novel, 
" Eine galizische Gesohichte." His 
literary success led him to abandon 
in 1869 the profession of a teacher. 
His series of novels entitled, 
" Cain's Inheritance" (of which 
the first parts were published in 
1870 ), waB translated into several 
European languages and obtained 
for the author a European reputa¬ 
tion. In 1870 he married Aurora 
von Riimelin (who published several 
romances tinder the pseudonym of 
Wanda von Dunajew) ; and he 
now resides in Buda-Pesth. His 
principal works, in addition to 
those named above, are, " Die 
geschiedene Frau," a novel, 1870, 
" Die Bepublik der Weiberfeinde/' 
a novel, 1872; "Maria Theresia 
und die Freimaurer," an historical 
romance, 3 872 5 "Falscher Her- 
3 11 
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melin," 1873 ; "Geschichten aus 
dor Bithnonwelt," 1873; " Rus- 
biseho Hof geschichten," 1873 ;"Der 
ncuc Iliob,” a novel, 1874; " Wie¬ 
ner Hofgeschichten," 187G; "Lo 
Cabinet Noir cle Lemberg,” a 
novel, which appeared in French, 
1880 j " Lallan, another novel 
in the same language," 1880 ; 
"Der alte Castellan," 1882 j " Basil 
Hymen,” 1882; "Paradise on the 
Dniester,” 1882; besides several 
dramas and comedies. Sacher- 
Masoch is an especial favourite 
with tho French; and since 1871 
a large number of his novels have 
appeared in tho Revue des Deltas 
Moncles. Although ho writes in the 
German language, ho is very anti- 
German in opinion. He upholds 
the Austrian Court and opposes the 
Polish nobles. His books are cliiofly 
on Galician life, and especially on 
the rising of 184G. His first at¬ 
tempts in writingnoveisand dramas 
were made when he was but ten 
years old. In 1881 lie founded a 
monthly international review. On 
the Heights (Anf dev Hohe), pub¬ 
lished at Leipzig To this review he 
contributed anovel," The Jews J Ra¬ 
phael ” (Der Judenraphael), a con¬ 
tinuation of his series of novels, 
"Cain's Inheritance,” mentioned 
above, being from the fourth part of 
that work, "Death.” Another novel 
of the same scries. Part III., " Tho 
State," under the name of "Cybul- 
ski and Gadulski," was published 
in later numbers. He also pub¬ 
lished in the Review the memoirs 
left by his father, which he edited, 
and which treat of and describe 
persons and matters during tho 
period from 1809 to 1874. 

SAGAS TA, Praxedes Mateo, a 
Spanish statesman, was born at 
Torrecilla de Cameros, July 21, 
1827. He studied in the School of 
Eugineets at Madrid, practised Mb 
profession at Valladolid and Za¬ 
mora, and was elected by the latter 
town to the Constituent Cortes of 
1364. He took part in the insur¬ 
rection of 1866, and was obliged to 


seek refuge in France. On the 
amnesty being proclaimed, he re¬ 
turned to Spain, and became a pro¬ 
fessor in the School of Engineers 
at Madrid. He was also the editor 
of La Iberia , the principal organ of 
tho Progressist party. After tho 
unsuccessful insurrection of June, 
18GG, he was again placed under the 
necessity of seeking an asylum in 
France, and ho did not return to 
Spain until after the fall of Queen 
Isabella II. Appointed Minister of 
the Interior in the first Cabinet 
formed by General Prim, he gradu¬ 
ally adopted more and more tho 
views of that statesman and of the 
Conservative party, and completely 
broke off his relations with his old 
friend Zorilla. Ho was consequently 
exposed to bitter attacks from tho 
Republican minority in the Cortes. 
Appointed Minister of State in 
Jan. 1870, he ordered several 
towns, including Barcelona, to be 
placed in a state of siege, declared 
himself in favour of the monarchy, 
and proposed, on Dec. 17, 1870, the 
dissolution of tho Chamber, after 
the king had taken tho oath. He 
continued to be Minister of State 
and Minister of the Interior in the 
first Cabinet of King Amadous, 
and during that monarch's brief 
reign he took pni*t in several minis¬ 
terial combinations, either as a 
member, or as President of the 
Council. Under the presidency of 
Marshal Serrano, in 1874, he was 
Minister for Foreign Affairs (Jan. 
4), Minister of the Interior (May 
13), and President of the Council 
(Aug. 4). After the coup d*4iat 
re-establishing the monarchy, he 
withdrew for a time from public 
life. In June, 1875, he gave in his 
adherence to the cause of Alfonso 
XII., and endeavoured to form a 
Liberal Constitutional party. Sub¬ 
sequently he joined the Opposition, 
and attacked the administrations 
formed by Martinez Campos and 
Canovos (1877-79). When a new 
Liberal party was formed in 1880 
Soil or Sagasta gave in his adhesion 
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to it. The Conservative Cabinet of 
Sehox Ciinovas del Castillo was 
overthrown early in the year 1881, 
and a coalition between Senor 
Sagasta and General Martinez 
Campos came into power. Sagasta’s 
Ministry remained in office till 
Oct. 1888, when it was superseded 
by a Cabinet formed from the 
Dynastic Left. This, however, was 
shortlived, and was followed by a 
return of tho Conservatives to 
power. On the death of Alfonso 
XII. Seiior 8agasta came back, and 
is now (1887) head of the govern¬ 
ment. Among the acts of his 
present ministry may be men¬ 
tioned the passing of tho Anglo- 
Spanish commercial treaty. 

SAINTE-CLAIRE DEVILLE, 
Henri Etienne, was born March 11, 
1818, in the island of St. Thomas, 
in the Antilles, and studied in 
France. On leaving college, ho 
constructed, at his own expense, a 
chemical laboratory, and pursued 
his researches, without either 
master or pupils, for nearly nine 
years. In 1811 he was entrusted 
with the organization of the 
Faculty of Sciences at Besan?on, 
of which ho was, in 1813, named 
dean and professor. In 1851 he 
succeeded M. Balard in the chair 
of chemistry in the Normal School, 
supplied the place of M. Dumas in 
the Faculty of Sciences of Paris 
during the summer months of 1853, 
and succeeded him in 1859. In 
1872 he accepted tho office of Inspec¬ 
tor-General of the meteorological 
stations in France. He was elected 
a member of the Academy of 
Sciences in Nov, 1601, in the place 
of M. W. P. Berthier, created an 
officer of the Legion of Honour, 
March 13, 1855, and promoted do 
the rank of commander, Aug. 14, 
1868. In 1849 he discovered and 
made known the preparation and 
properties of anhydrous nitric acid; 
in 1852 he published in the An- 
nalee de Chimie et de Physique " 
an important paper upon the me¬ 
tallic carbonates and their combi¬ 


nations ; and in 1853 he discovered 
a new method of mineral analysis. 
About that time M. Sainte-Claire 
Deville studied the new metal, 
aluminium, discovered by Woeliler, 
of Gottingen, then but imperfectly 
understood. Required by the em¬ 
peror to inejuiro into the beat 
means of producing aluminium at a 
cheap rate, he tried, in conjunction 
with M. Dobray, numerous experi¬ 
ments in the manufactory of Javel, 
and succeeded in obtaining, in the 
course of a few months, several 
ingots of the metal, which were 
exhibited at the Exposition TJni- 
vprsellc of 1855. The properties of 
aluminium, and the results of his 
experiments havo beau published 
by him in the rf Anuales de Ciiimie 
et de Physique," and in a work en¬ 
titled “ De r Aluminium, ses Pro¬ 
priety, sa Fabrication," published 
in 1839. He has contributed several 
papers to the Academy of Sciences, 
amongst which may be named " Sur 
lea trois Etats inolcculaires du Sili- 
cium," and “Bn Memoire sur la 
Production dea Temperatures 
elevees." 

ST. ALBANS, Bishop of, (See

ST. JOBlN, Percy Bolingbroke, 
bom at Plymouth, March 4, 1823, 
is the eldest son of the late Mr. 
James Augustus St. John, whom ho 
accompanied in his continental 
wanderings, and chose at an early 
age the profession of literature. 
After writing one hook and various 
magazine articles, he started for 
America, and after some travels by 
sea and land he entered upon his 
career as a writer, chiefly of Indian 
tales, for GZtam&ers's Journal^ and as 
a lecturer on Texas and Mexico. 
In 1847 he became correspondent 
in Paris of the North British Daily 
Mail, which position he held until

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the election of Louis Napoleon as 
president, when his hostility to 
the f uturo emperor induced him to 
leave Tar is. Before the Crimean 
war lie Avas active in the cause of 
the Greeks, and with Mr. Glad¬ 
stone, Richard Cobden, and Michel 
Chevalier, received a vote of 
thanks from the Greek Houses of 
Parliament. Since then he lias 
chiefly been a contributor of fiction 
to various periodicals, but is best 
known as the author of Indian 
tales, and some thirty volumes of 
novels. He is now editor of Dick’s 
" Standard Library of Fiction.” 

ST. JOHN, Sir Spenoer, K.C.M.G., 
third son of the late Mr. James 
Augustus St. John, born in London, 
Dec. 22, 1826, after receiving a 
careful education, began to turn 
his attention towards the East, and 
having applied himself diligently 
to the study of the Malay language, 
Avas, in 1848, appointed secretary 
to Sir James Brooke. He resided 
in Borneo several years as II,M. 
Consul-General, and received in 
1801 the appointment of Cliargd 
d’Affaires to the republic of Hayti. 
On returning to this country in 
1862, he published an account of 
his Eastern residence and travels, 
entitled ff Life in the Forests of the 
Far East.” Early in 1863 he left 
England for a consular appoint¬ 
ment in the West Indies, and some 
years later was promoted to tho 
post of Minister Resident and 
Consul-General in Hayti. About 
the same time he was accredited 
also as Charge d’Aflaires to the 
Dominican Republic. In 1874 he 
was appointed Minister Resident 
and Consul-General at Lima, and 
in 1875 he proceeded on a special 
mission to Bolivia. In March, 
1881, he was appointed Minister 
Resident to the Republic of Peru, 
on which occasion he was created 
a K.C.M.G. In May, 1883, he was 
sent on a special mission to Mexico, 
to negotiate for the resumption of 
diplomatic relations with that 
country; and was appointed En¬ 


voy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary at Mexico, Nov. 
28, 1881. Sir Spencer St. John, 
who is a FelloAv of the Royal 
Geographical and Asiatio Societies, 
published, in 1879, "The Life of 
Sir James Brooke, Rajah of Sara¬ 
wak,” and in 1885, "The Black 
Republic,” an account of Hayti. 

SAINT-BARNS, Charles Camille, 
musical composer, was born in Paris, 
October 9, 1833. Having lost hiB 
father, he Avas brought up by his 
mothor and a great-aunt, who 
taught him the elements of rnusio. 
At seven, ho began to study the 
piano Avith Stamaty, and after¬ 
wards had lessons in harmony from 
Maleden. In 1817 he entored Bo- 
noist's class at the Conservatoire, 
obtained the second organ prize in 
1849, and the first in 1851. At tho 
age of sixteen he composed his 
first symphony, Avhich Avas per¬ 
formed with success by tho Societo 
do Sainto Ceoile. In 1853 ho 
became organist of the church of 
SI. Merri, and shortly aftonmrds 
occupied the post of Pianofortes 
Professor at Niedermeyer's Ecolo 
Roligicuse. In 1858 he Avas ap¬ 
pointed organiBt at the Madeleine, 
and distinguished himself as much 
by his talent for improvisation as 
by his execution. He had also 
became known, through playing 
at concerts, as an interpreter of 
classical music. For his cantata, 
"Les Noces do Promo theo,” he 
gained the prize awarded by the 
International Exhibition of 18G7. 
"La Princesse Jaime,” was pro¬ 
duced at tho Opera’ Comique, 
June 12, 1872, and "Le Timbre 
cFArgent,” at the Theatre Lyrique, 
Feb. 23, 1877. Neither of these 
operas met with much success, and 
M. Saint-Saens produced his next 
work f f Samson et Dalila,” a sacred 
drama, at Weimar, in December, 
1877, and "Etienne Marcel,” an 
opera, at Lyons, Feb. 8, 1879. 
The printed catalogue of his works 
includes 64 opus numbers, besides 
many unnumbered pieces. Ho 
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visited England in 1871, and 
played at the Musical Union. In 
187*1 and 1879 he took part in the 
Philharmonic Concerts, and on 
Dee. 6, 1879, he conducted his 
"Rouet d'Omphale/' at the Crys¬ 
tal Palace. In addition to his 
other claims to distinction, 
Saint-Saens is an able musical 
critic, and has contributed articles 
to "La Renaissance/' "L’E&ta- 
fette," and "Le Voltaire/' He 
was elected a member of the 
Institute, February 19, 1881. 

SAINTSBITRY, George Edward 
Bateman, was born at South¬ 
ampton, on Oct. 23, 1315, and 
educated at King’s College School, 
London. In 1863 he was elected 
to a Post-mastership at Merton 
College, Oxford, where ho took the 
degree of B.A. in 18G8 and that of 
JVI.A. in 1873. After holding for a 
few months a Mastorship in the 
Manchester Grammar School, he 
became Senior Classical Master in 
Elizabeth College, Guernsey, and 
held that post from 18G8 to 1874. 
In the latter year he was appointed 
to the Head Mastership of the 
Elgin Educational Institute, which 
he resigned in 187G, For the last 
ten yearB Mr. Saintsbury has been 
a frequent contributor to the 
Condon periodical press on literary 
and political subjects. Ho has also 
published "A Primer of French 
Literature ” (1880) j " Dryden" in 
the series of "English Men of 
Letters" (1881 )j "French Lyrics/' 
and " A Short History of French 
Literature " (1882) ; " Specimens 
of French Literature" (1888); 
" Specimens of English Prose 
Style/' and "Marlborough/' in 
the series of " English Worthies " 
(1835) : besides contributing to the 
Encyclopaedia Britaiinica, superin¬ 
tending a revised edition of Scott's 
"Dryden/' of which 12 volumes 
have appeared, editing several 
volumes of " Selections from 
French Authors/' for the Clarendon 
Press, and furnishing prefaces to 
some reprints of English Classics. | 


SAIN T-VALLXER, Charles Ray¬ 
mond de la Croix de Chevrieres, 
Comte de, a French Senator and 
diplomatist, descended from an 
ancient Legitimist family, was 
bom at the ch&teau of Coucy-les- 
Eppes (Aisne), Sept. 12, 1838. 
Having at an early age entered the 
diplomatic seivice he was attached 
to the Legation at Lisbon, next to 
that at Munich, and afterwards to 
the Embassy at Vienna. An 
admirer of .Napoleon III., the 
Count remained in the diplomatic 
service after the coup d’etat , and 
accompanied the Comte de Moustier 
to Constantinople as secretary. 
The opportunity given him at the 
Turkish capital to display his talent 
as Charge d'Affaires procured him 
the Under-Secretaryship of State on 
his return to Paris, On the death 
of Comte de Moustier, who died 
when Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
M. de St. VaUier gave up his 
Under-Secretaryship and repaired 
to Stuttgart as Envoy (Feb. 1SG9). 
At this post lie vigorously asserted 
French interests in the pregnant 
year proceeding the war of 1870. 
Having in vain cautioned Napoleon 
touching 'Wurtemberg’s policy in 
the war, M. de Saint-Vallior, when 
liis government would not he 
warned, had to leave Germany, 
and was forthwith despatched to 
the then important post at Copen¬ 
hagen, Upon the restoration of 
peace, being conversant with the 
German tongue and society, he was 
attached as diplomatic agent to 
Field-Marshal von Manteuffel, the 
Commander of the German Army 
of Occupation. Having come to 
the conclusion that the Republican 
form of government was, in the 
circumstances, the best for France, 
he became a candidate at the 
senatorial elections in the depart¬ 
ment of the Aisne, in concert with 
M, Waddington and M. Henri 
Martin, and was elected Jan, 30, 
1876. M. de Saint-Vallier took hie 
place among the party of the Left 
Centre. He was elected the first 
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Secretary of tlie Senate, and hold 
that post till the Marquis de 
Gontaut Biron, the Legitimist 
ambassador of the Republic at 
Berlin, -was recalled (Dec. 1877), 
when M. de Saint-Yallier was 
appointed by Marshal MaoMahon 
to be his successoi’, on the recom¬ 
mendation of M. Waddington, who 
had become Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. The appointment was 
most acceptable to the German 
Government. As second Pleni¬ 
potentiary of France he rendered 
valuable assistance to M. Wad- 
dington at the Congress of Berlin 
(1878). He was succeeded at the 
Court of Berlin by M. de Courcel. 

SAtiA, George Augustus Henry, 

I 'ournalist and author, son of an 
'talian gentleman who married a 
favourite English singer of West 
Indian extraction, born in London 
in 1828, was brought up with a 
view to following art as a profes¬ 
sion, but quitted it for literature, 
and became a constant contri¬ 
butor to Household Words. He was 
an extensive and regular contri¬ 
butor to the Welcome Guest, the 
founder and first editor of the 
Temple Bar Magazine, for which he 
wrote the stories of “The Seven 
Sons of Mammon,” and "Captain 
Dangerous,” afterwards repub¬ 
lished as separate worts j wrote for 
Beveral years in the Illustrated 
London Hows, tlie Hogarth papers 
in the Cornhill Magazine, and a 
story entitled " Quite Alone,” for 
All the Year Round , which appeared 
in a separate form, in Nov. 1801. 
He still writes " Echoes of the 
Week” in the Illustrated London 
News, He went as special corre¬ 
spondent for the Laxly Telegraph to 
the United States, in 1863, and on 
his return, at the close of 1864, 
published the result of his obser¬ 
vations under the title of " America 
in the Midst of War.” He wrote 
in 1864 a series of graphic letters 
for the Daily Telegraph , from Al¬ 
geria, during the Emperor's visit 
to that colony, and re-visited / 


Algeria and Morocco in 1875. In 
1870 Mr. Sala was at Metz and in 
Eastern Franco as war correspond¬ 
ent for the Daily Telegraph, After 
witnessing the Ml of the Empire 
in Paris on Sept. 4, he went to 
Rome to record the entry of the 
Italian army into the Eternal City. 
In Jan. 1875, he again visited 
Spain on the occasion of the entry 
of Alfonso XII.; on his return in 
A pril he was despatched to Y enico to 
describe the ftites consequent on the 
interview of the Emperor Francis 
Joseph and King Yictor Emmanuel, 
and he afterwards published his 
impressions under the title of "Two 
Kings and a Kaiser.” In Dec. 
3876, he again visited Russia as 
special correspondent for the Daily 
Telegraph; and travelling from St. 
Petorsburgh to Moscow, proceeded 
tlienceto Warsaw, and subsequently 
traversed the length of the Empire 
to observe the mobilisation then in 
progress of the Russian army; 
ultimately reaching Odessa and 
Constantinople by the Black Sea in 
time for the openiug of the Con¬ 
ference on the Eastern Question. 
His best known works in addition 
to those already mentioned, are, 
" How 1 Tamed Mrs. Cruiser,” 
published in 1868; " Twice Round 
the Clock,” and " Journey duo 
North : a Residence in Russia,” in 
1S59; " The Baddington Peerage,” 
“ Looking at Life,” and " Make 
your Game, a Narrative of the 
Rhine,” in 1860; " Dutch Pictures, 
with some Skotches in the Flemish 
Manner,” in 1801,* "Accepted Ad¬ 
dresses,”" Ship Chandler,and other 
Tales,” and "Two Prima Donnas 
and the Dumb Poor Porter,” in 
1862; " Breakfast in Bed,” and 
" Strange Adventures of Captain 
Dangerous,” in 1863 j " After 
Breakfast: or, Pictures done with 
a Quill,” and "Quite Alone,” in 
1864 j " Trip to Barbary by a 
Roundabout Route,” in 1865 j 
" From Waterloo to the Peninsula,” 
in 186Gj "Notes and Sketches of 
the Paris Exhibition,” 1868 j" Romo 
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and Venice/* in 1869; "Under the 
Sun: Essays mainly written in 
Hot Countries,” in 1872; "Paris 
Herself Again; " and " America 
Revisited,” in 1882. His bur- 
lesquo of "Wat Tyler, M.P.,” was 
brought out at the Gaiety Theatre 
in Dec. 1869. Mr. Sala has lately 
announced the publication of his 
Autobiography. 

SALAMAHT, Charles Kensington, 
composer and professor of music, 
born in London, March 3, 181X, 
was educated by private tuition. 
He began the study of music at a 
very early ago under Charles 
Neate and Dr. Crotch, made his 
first appearance as a composer and 
pianist in 182S, and entered the 
musical profession in 1831. Mr. 
Salaman has acquired considerable 
reputation as a pianist in England, 
Germany, and Italy, and was 
elected an honorary member of the 
Academy of St. Cecilia at Rome in 
1840. His first series of songs, in 
which is included Shelley’s cele¬ 
brated serenade, "I arise from 
dreams of thee," was composed in 
1830, and published in 1838. He 
has since contributed largely to 
the repertory of English, Italian, 
French, and German vocal music, 
and to chamber pianoforte music. 
Besides about 100 musical settings 
of poems by the most eminent 
lyric poets of this country, Mr. 
Salaman has been the first com¬ 
poser to wed music to the odes of 
Horace, Catullus, and Anacreon in 
the original texts. He has also 
composed anthems for the English 
Church service, and nearly 100 
numbers of sacred part music, in 
the Hebrew language, for the 
service of the Synagogue. His 
orchestral compositions have been 
few, the most recent being the 
“ Grand Funeral March in memory 
of Victor Hugo,” first performed 
at the Albert Hall. Mr. Salaman 
was one of the founders of the 
Musical Society of London, and 
was for nearly ten years its hono¬ 
rary secretary. He was also one 


of the founders, in 1874, of the 
Musical Association for the "in¬ 
vestigation and discussion of sub¬ 
jects connoctod with the art and 
science of music,” and performed 
tlxo duties of honorary secretary 
until the end of 1877, when ho 
retired as a Vice-President of the 
Association. Mr. Salaman,althoiTgh 
he has retired from public life, is 
yet engaged in his profession as 
composor, musical critic, and writer 
on musical subjects; and in 1883 
lie published an important volume 
entitled " Jews as they are,” which 
deals with modern Jew3 from a 
social, political, and religious point 
of view, and seeks to vindicate the 
Jewish character from reproach 
and prejudice. 

SALISBURY, Bishop of. (See 
Woodswobth, Da.) 

SALISBURY (Marquis of). The 
Right Hon. Robert Arthur Talbot 
Gascoigne Ceoil, K.G., eldest sur¬ 
viving son of the second Marquis 
of Salisbury, by his first wife, the 
daughter and heir of Bamber Gas¬ 
coigne, Esq., born at Hatfield in 
1830, was educated at Eton and at 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he 
graduated, and was elected a 
Fellow of All Souls 1 College 
(1853). In 1853 he was elected 
ALP. for Stamford, and he repre¬ 
sented that borough in the Conser¬ 
vative interest until his succession 
to the marquisate on the death of 
his father, April 12, 1868. While 
in the Lower House ho was known 
as Lord Robert Cecil, until the 
decease of his older brother, on 
June 14, 1865, when ho assumed 
the courtesy titlo of Viscount 
Cranborne. In 1S37, lie married 
Georgiana Caroline, daughter of 
Sir Edward Hall Alderson, Baron 
of the Exchequer, and niece of the 
celebratrd Mrs. Opie. His lordship 
took an active part in all public 
measures which affected the inte¬ 
rests of the Established Church, 
and in the chief political questions 
of the day; and he was a frequent 
contributor to the Quarterly Review 
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and to other periodicals. In Lord 
Derby's third administration ho 
was, in July, 1866, appointed 
Seoretary of State for India, which 
post he resigned on account of a 
difference in opinion respecting the 
Reform Bill, March 2, 18G7, when 
two other Cabinet ministers, viz,, 
G-eneral Peel, War Secretary, and 
Lord Carnarvon, Colonial Secre¬ 
tary, also gave in their resignations. 
On Nov, 12, 1869, he was elected 
Chancellor of the University of 
Oxford, in succession to the late 
Earl of Derby, In 1871-72 he and 
Lord Cairns, as arbitrators, con¬ 
ducted a long investigatioii into 
the complicated affairs of the Lon¬ 
don, Chatham, and Dover Railway 
Company. His lordship was again 
appointed Secretary of State for 
India when Mr. Disraeli returned 
to office in Fob. 1874. When at 
the close of the war between Tur¬ 
key and Servia, differences arose 
between the former Power and 
Russia, the Marquis of Salisbury 
was Bent as Special Ambassador 
to the Sublime Porte, and he and 
Sir Henry Elliot acted as joint 
Plenipotentiaries of Great Britain 
at the Conference of Constantinople. 
His lordship left England, Nov. 20, 

1876, and en route, visited Paris, 
Berlin, Vienna, and Rome. The 
progress towards agreement made 
at the preliminary meetings held 
at the Russian Embassy in Con¬ 
stantinople were so satisfactory 
that Iho formal Conference, at 
which the joint proposals of the 
Powers wero pressed upon the 
Porte, was opened on Dec. 28. At 
the same time the new Constitu¬ 
tion of the Ottoman Empire was 
foimally promulgated by its author, 
Midhat Pasha. The Marquis of 
Salisbury really took the place of 
leader at the Conference, which 
hold altogether seven plenary 
meetings. On Sunday, Jan. 14, 

1877, ho had an audience of the 
Sultan, at which Sir Arnold Kem- 
bnll acted as interpreter, and 
pressed upon his Majesty the two 


points on which the Powers in¬ 
tended to insist, informing him 
that if they were not accepted the 
Ambassadors would immediately 
leave Constantinople. These two 
proposals were, that there should 
be a mixed Turkish and Inter¬ 
national Commission of Super¬ 
vision, and that the first appoint¬ 
ment of the Governors should be 
ratified by the Powers. On Jan. 18, 
a special meeting of the Ottoman 
Grand Council was held, and 
about 140 Mussulmans, and about 
sixty leading Christians were pre¬ 
sent. The proceedings lasted two 
hours, and wero opened by Midhat 
Pasha. With one dissentient voice 
the Council were unanimous in in¬ 
sisting on the rejection of the pro¬ 
posals of the Powers. The Con¬ 
ference held its last sitting on 
Jail. 20, and immediately after¬ 
wards Lord Salisbury left for Eng¬ 
land. On April 2, 1878, he was 
appointed Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, in tho room of the 
Earl of Derby resigned, and he at 
once wrote a memorable dispatch, 
in which he clearly enunciated the 
policy of the Government with 
regard to the Eastern Question. 
He and the Earl of Beaconsfield 
soon afterwards were the represen¬ 
tatives of Great Britain at the 
Congress of Berlin, and on their 
return to London they met with a 
most enthusiastic reception at 
Charing Cross (July 16, 1878). 
The Queen invested the Marquis 
of Salisbury with tho Order of the 
Garter, July 30. On Aug. 3, he 
and the Earl of Beaconsfield re¬ 
ceived the freedom of the City of 
London, and were afterwards enter¬ 
tained at a grand banquet at the 
Mansion House. Ho went out of 
office with his party after the 
defeat they sustained at the general 
election of April, 1880. At a meet¬ 
ing of Conservative Peers held 
on May 9, 1881, after the death 
of Lord Beaconsfield, the Mar¬ 
quis of Salisbury was elected to 
lead tho party in tho House of 
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Lords, Since then his career has 
been identified with that of the 
Conservative Party. He opposed, 
but finally accepted, the Irish 
Land Act of 1881 j he vigorously 
critised Mr, Gladstone’s Egyptian 
policy; he carried the rejection of 
the County Franchise Bill in 1884 ; 
lie represented tlio Conservatives at 
the memorable conference between 
the opposing loaders, which led to 
the framing of the Redistribution 
Bill of 1885, On June 9 of that 
year Mr. Gladstone was beaten on 
a Budget vote, and resigned, and 
Lord Salisbury took office as 
Premier. The principal events of 
his short tenure of power were, the 
annexation of Burmah, and the re¬ 
opening of the Eastern Question 
by the revolution in Eastern Rou- 
melia and the Servo-Bulgarian 
war j England supporting Prince 
Alexander by her " friendly” 
neutrality. After the general 
election of Nov. 1885, Lord Salis¬ 
bury resigned without meeting 
Parliament. He vigorou sly opposed 
Mr. Gladstone’s Home Rule policy, 
and after the second general elec¬ 
tion, in 1886, he became once more 
Prime Minister. When Lord R. 
Churchiirs resignation led to the 
reconstruction of the Cabinet, Lord 
Salisbury took the Foreign Office, 
in the place of Lord Iddesleigh, re¬ 
signed, The Marcpiis of Salisbury 
is a member of the Council of 
King’s Collogo, London, Deputy- 
Lieutenant of Middlesex, and hon. 
col. of the Herts Militia. For 
many years he was Chairman of 
the Middlesex Sessions. His eldest 
son is Viscoimt Cranborne (bom 
18G1), M.P. for the Darwen Divi¬ 
sion of Lancashire. 

SALMON, The Rev. George, D.D. 
(Dublin and Hon. Edinburgh), 
D.C.L. (Oxon),LL.D. (Cantab), born 
in Dublin in 1819, was educated at 
Cork, and at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he graduated as 
Senior Moderator in Mathematics 
in 1839. He was successively 
Scholar and Fellow of his College, 


and was elected Regius Professor 
of Divinity in the University of 
Dublin in 1866. Besides various 
contributions to theological and 
mathematical periodicals, he is the 
author of treatises on fr Conic 
Sections,” on "The Higher Plane 
Curves,” on "The Geometry of 
Three Dimensions,” and on "The 
Modem Higher Algebra,” which 
have been translated into the prin¬ 
cipal European languages, and 
which have been honoured by the 
Royal Medal of the Royal Society, 
and the Conyngham Medal of the 
Royal Irish Academy. He has 
published three volumes of ser¬ 
mons, besides many single sermons. 
He is also the author of an Intro¬ 
duction to the New Testament. 
He is a member of the Royal Irish 
Academy, a Fellow of the Royal 
Societies of London and Edinburgh, 
and a corresponding member of 
the Institute of France, and of the 
Royal Academies of Science at 
Gottingen, Berlin, and Copen¬ 
hagen. He was President of the 
Mathematical and Physical Soienco 
Section of the British Association 
at the meeting held in Dublin in 
Aug. lb7S. 

SALVINI, Tommaso, tm Italian 
tragedian, was bom at Milan Jan, 1, 
1830. His father was an able actor, 
and his mother a popular actress 
named Guglielinina Zocchi, When 
quite a boy he showed such a rare 
talent for acting, that his father 
determined to devote him to the 
stage. For this purpose he placed 
him under the tuition of the 
great Gustavo Modena. Before 
he was thirteen years old Sal vim 
had already won a kind of renown 
in juvenile characters. At fifteen 
lie lost both his parents, and the 
bereavement so preyed upon his 
spirits that he was obliged to aban¬ 
don his career for two years, and 
returned once more under the 
tuition of Modena, When he again 
emerged from retirement he joined 
the Ristori troupe, and shared with 
that great actress many a triumph, 
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In 1849, Salvini entered the army 
of Italian independence, and fought 
valiantly for the defence of his 
country, receiving in recognition of 
his eer rices several medals of 
honour. Peace being proclaimed, 
he again appeared upon the stago 
in a company directed by Signor 
Gesare Dondini. He played in the 
Edipo of Nicolini—a tragedy writ¬ 
ten expressly for him—and achieved 
a great success, Hoxt he appeared 
in Alfleri's " Saul,” aud then all 
Italy declared that Modena’s 
mantle had fallen on worthy 
shoulders. His fame was now 
prodigious, and wherever he went 
ho was received with enthusiasm. 
He visited Paris, where ho played 
Orasmane, Orostes, Saul, and 
Othello. On his rotum to Florence, 
he was hospitably entertained by 
the Marquis of Hormanby, then 
English ambassador to the Court of 
Tuscany. In 18G5 occurred the 
sixth centenary of Banters birthday, 
and the four greatest Italian actors 
were invited to perform in Silvio 
Pellico's tragedy of u Francesca di 
Rimini,” which is founded on an 
eiriso&e in the "DivinaCommedia.” 
The cast originally stood on the 
play-bille thus: Francesca, Signora 
Eistori 5 Lancelotto, Signor Eossi $ 
Paulo, Signor Salvini; and Guido, 
Signor Majeroni. It hapxjened, 
however, that Eossi, who was un¬ 
accustomed to play the part of 
Lancelotto, folt timid at appearing 
in a character so little sirited to 
him. Hearing this. Signor Salvini, 
with exquisite politeness and good¬ 
nature, volunteered to take the 
insignificant part, relinquishing the 
grand role of Paulo to his junior in 
the profession. He created by the 
force of hiB genius, an impression 
in tlie minor part which is still 
vivid in the minds of all who wit¬ 
nessed the performance. The go¬ 
vernment of Florence, grateful for 
his urbanity, presented him with a 
statuette of Dante, and King "Victor 
Emmanuel rewarded him with the 
title of Knight of the Order of SS. 


Maurice aud Lazarus. Later he 
received from the same monarch a 
diamond ring, with the rank of 
officer in the Order of the Crown of 
Italy. In 18G8 Signor Salvini 
visited Madrid, where his acting of 
the death of Conrad in f * La Morto 
Civile ” produced such an impres¬ 
sion that the easily excited Ma- 
driloso rushed upon the stage to 
ascertain whether tlie death was 
actual or fictitious. The queen, 
Isabella II., conferred upon tlie 
great actor many marks of favour, 
and so shortly afterwards did King 
Luis of Portugal, who frequently 
entertained him at tlio royal palace 
of Lisbon. Signor Salvini visited 
America, in 1874, and England in 
1875, having immense success, 
especially in the character of 
Othello. He made his first appear¬ 
ance in Brussels, as Otliollo, Bee. 
25, 1877. He gave a series ol per¬ 
formances in the United States in 
1881, und rovisited England in 
1881. 

SAMB0TO1TE, Edward Linley, 
one of the most original and in¬ 
ventive caricaturists and humorous 
artiBts of the day, was born Jan. 4, 
1815, and was educated at the City 
of London School, and the College, 
Chester. Ho was intended for 
the engineering profession, and 
was placed at John Penn & Son's 
Works, Greenwich, 1SG1-18G7, but 
in 18G7 ho was introduced to Mark 
Lomon, and published his first 
drawing in Punchy April 27, 
18G7. Since then he has do voted 
himself to the art of illustration. 
His principal works arc the illustra¬ 
tions to " Hew History of Sandford 
and Merton,'* by F. C. Bumand, 
1872 j " Military Men I Have Met,” 
by Captain Dyne Finton, 1872; 
" Our Autumn Holiday on French 
Eivers,” by L. J. Molloy, 1874; 
f ‘ Our Holiday in the Scottish 
Highlands,” by Arthur h, Beckett, 
1876; "Modern Venice” 1877; 
"The Water Babies,” by Charles 
Kingsley, 1885. Ho designed the 
Diploma for the Great Inter- 
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national Fisheries Exhibition, 1883, 
which was exhibited at the Royal 
Academy, 1885. He is at present 
engaged on illustrations to " Hans 
Andersen's Fairy Tales.” It is, 
however, by his innumerable draw¬ 
ings for Punch that he is best 
known. 

SANDAY, The Rev. William, D.D., 
was born at Holme Picrropont, 
Nottingham, August 1st, 1843, and 
educated at Repton School, and at 
Balliol and Corpus Chriati Colleges, 
Oxford, being elected scholar of the 
latter in 180*3. He obtained a first 
class in 1803, and was ordained 
deacon in 1807, priest in 1S69, 
taking his M.A, degree in 1SGS. 
He held a fellowship at Trinity 
from 1860-73. Dr. Sunday has 
been successively Lecturer of St. 
Nicholas, Abingdon. 1871, Vicar of 
Great Waltham,1872, Rector of Bar- 
ton-on-the-Heath, Warwick, 1S73, 
and Principal of Bishop Hatfield's 
Hall, Durham, 1870. In 1882 he 
was appointed Professor of Exegesis 
at Oxford, in succession to Canon 
Liddon, who resigned the post. 
Dr. Sunday has published f ‘ Au¬ 
thorship and Historical Character 
of the Fourth Gospel,” 1873; “ The 
Gospels in the Second Century/' 
1870; " Commentaries on Romans 
and Galatians,” 187S j and is joint 
editor with the Bishop of Salisbury 
of "Variorum Bible,” and "Old 
Latin Texts." 

SANDERSON, John Soott Burdon, 
M.A., M.D., LL.D., Edin., F.R.S.L. 
and E., was boim at Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, in Dec. 1838, and educated 
at the University of Edinburgh, 
He was Medical Officer of Health 
for Paddington, 1850-67 ; has been 
Physician to the Middlesex Hospi¬ 
tal and the Hospital for Consump¬ 
tion, Bromplon. He held the 
office of Jodrell Professor of Physi¬ 
ology in University College from 
1874 to 1882. On Nov. 29, 1883, he 
was elected Waynfiete Professor of 
Physiology at Oxford. Ho was 
Professor Superintendent of tho 
Brown Institution from 1871 to 


1878. Dr. Sanderson was employed 
by the Royal Commissioners to 
make investigations respecting the 
Cattle Plague, 1805-06; was sent 
by her Majesty's Government to 
North Germany in 1865 to inquire 
into an Epidemic of Cerebro-Spinnl 
Meningilia; and was occupied in 
an inquiry for a Royal Commission 
as to the influence of extreme heat 
on the health of workers in tho 
Cornwall mines, in 1869. In 1S83 
he sat on the Royal Commission 
on Hospitals for infectious diseases. 
He is the author of various Reports 
on the above and other subjects in 
the Reports of the Medical Officer 
of the Privy Council in I860 and 
for several succeeding years; 
pai^ers on physiological and litho¬ 
logical subjects read before the 
Royal Society, particularly an 
elaborate series of researches on 
tho Electrical Properties of the 
Diontea Muscipula. For his re¬ 
searches on Animal and Plant 
Electricity and on the Nature of 
Contagion, he received a Royal 
Medal in 1833. 

SAND FORD, The Right Rev. 
Daniel Fox, D.D., Bishop of Tas¬ 
mania, third sou of the late Sir 
Daniel Keyte Sandford, D.C.L., 
sometime M.P. for Paisley, and 
Professor of Greek at Glasgow, was 
born in 1831. After taking orders 
he became incumbent of St. John’s, 
Edinburgh; and, having been 
elected to the bishopric of Tas¬ 
mania, he was consecrated by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury (Dr. 
Benson), in St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
April 25, 1833. 

S A N D F 0 R D, The Right Rev. 
Charles Waldegrave, D.D., Bishop 
of Gibraltar, son of the late Arch¬ 
deacon Sandford, born in 1823, 
received his academical education 
at Oxford, was for several years 
Senior Censor of Christ Church, 
became Commissary of the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury in 1869, and 
Rector of Bishopsbourne, Kent, in 
1870, On the resignation of Bishop 
Hams lie was nominated by the 
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Secretary of State for the Colonies 
to the Seo of Gibraltar, and was 
consecrated at Oxford, Peb. 1,1874'. 

SANDYS, John Edwin, M.A., sou 
of the late Rev. T. Sandys (who 
was a missionary of the C.M.S. for 
nearly forty years in Bengal), was 
horn May 19, 1844. He was edu¬ 
cated at Repton School, and entered 
St. John's College, Cambridge, as a 
minor scholar in 18(53. Ho was 
elected first Boll's Scholar in 1804, 
obtained the Gold Medal for a 
Greek Ode on the "Art of Pheidias" 
in I 860 , the Porson Prize for Greek 
Trochaics in 1S05, and for Greek 
Iambics in 1866, and was twice 
awarded the Members' Prize for 
Latin Prose Composition : ( 1 ) for a 
Latin Oration on tlie death of Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln; ( 2 ) for a Latin Essay 
on the British Expeditions of Julius 
CtBsar. In 1SG7 he graduated as 
Senior Classic, and was elected 
Fellow and Lecturer of St. John's 
College j and, on taking his M.A. 
degree in 1870 , was appointed Tutor 
of his College, an office which he 
still holds. He was an examiner for 
the Classical Tripos on five occa¬ 
sions between 1871 and 1876, and 
was principal Classical Lecturer of 
Jesus College from 1867 to 1877. 
He resigned this last appointment 
after his election, Oct. ID, 1876, to 
tlie office of Public Orator of the 
University of Cambridge. Inl 8 G 8 
he edited the Ad Demonicum and 
Punegyricusot Isocrates ; and after¬ 
wards (in conjunction with Mr. 
Paley) propared for the Syndics of 
the University press two* volumes 
of " Select Private Orations" of 
Demosthenes; the second volume, 
which was mainly tho work of Mr. 
Sandye, appeared in 1876, 2 nd edit., 
1886, and included the six speeches, 
pro Phormione, contra Stejp)ianwn I ., 
JX, contra Nicostratum, Qononem , 
Galliclem. He has also revised and 
edited a Commentary on the Rhe¬ 
toric of Aristotle, which was left in 
a nearly completed form by Mr, 
Cope, and was published in three 
volumes by the university Press in 


1877. Ho has since edited, in 1880, 
the Baccha 3 of Euripides, with 
critical and explanatory notes, and 
with numerous illustrations from 
works of ancient art. A revised 
edition of this work, with additional 
illustrations, appeared in 1885, 
His edition of Cicero's " Orator," 
with introductory essays on the 
history of ancient oratory and rhe¬ 
toric, and with critical and explana¬ 
tory notes, being tho first edition 
of that work with an English com¬ 
mentary, was published by tho 
University Press in the same year. 

SAKT, James, R.A., was born at 
Croydon,April 23,1820,and received 
his first instructions in art from John 
Yailey, one of the fathers of the 
British School of painting in water¬ 
colours. It was not howevor till 
1842 that he devoted himself Lo 
painting as a profession by becom¬ 
ing a student of the Royal Academy 
where he studied for fom* years. 
Shortly after leaving I 10 bogan to 
exhibit thoso " subject pictures," or 
"fancy subjects,’' of single figures 
generally, and these frequently 
children, by which he is probably 
most widely known, many of them 
having been engraved. Of these 
wc may select as typical examples 
the " Infant Samuel," the " Ininnt 
Timothy," " Little Red Riding 
Hood," and "Dick “Whittington." 
Among Mr. Sant’s numerous other 
works of this description are the 
"Light of the Cross/' "Mother’s 
Hope/' "Morning" and "Evening," 
" She Never Told her Love/' "Har¬ 
mony," "Young Minstrel/' "Re¬ 
trospection/' " Saxon Women/' 
" The Boy Sbnkupere," rr The Walk 
to Einmaus/' "The Miller's Daugh¬ 
ter/* and " Young Steele." After 
somo years, however, Mr. Sant 
began to paint portraits, and his 
pretty pictures of ladies and chil¬ 
dren became, and for some time 
continued to be, the fashion. Tho 
largest collection of Mr. Sant's 
works was at Strawberry Hill. E 01 * 
Countess Waldegrave the artist 
iminted no fewer than 22 members 
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of her distinguished. circle, includ¬ 
ing the Duchess of Sutherland, the 
Marchioness of Westminster when 
Lady Constance Grosvenor, the 
Countess of Shaftesbury, the Duke 
andDuchess d’Aumale,tho Duchess 
of Wellington when Marchioness 
of Douroj the Earl and Countess of 
Clarendon, Lord Lyndhurst, the 
Marchioness of Clanrioarde, M.Van 
der Weyer, the Belgian Minister, 
Viscount Stratford de Redcliffe, 
Countess Morley, Eai'l Grey, Bishop 
Wilberforce, and Countess Walde- 
grave herself. This Strawberry 
Hill gallery of pictures was ex¬ 
hibited at the French Gallery, Pall 
Mall, in 1801. He was clouted 
A.R.A. in 1801; RA. in 1870 j and 
in Jan. 1871, was appointed Princi¬ 
pal Painter in Ordinary to the 
Queen in succession to the late Sir 
George Hayter, when ho was com¬ 
missioned to paint a large picture 
of Her Majesty and her royal 
grand-children, the three eldest 
children of the Prince of Wales, 
and a State portrait of the Queen 
for the Turkish Embassy, In June, 
1877, Mr. Sant was elected a cor¬ 
responding member of the Royal 
Accademia Raffaello in TJrbino. 

SANTLEY, Charles, baritone 
singer, born at Liverpool, after re¬ 
ceiving a good musical and general 
education in his own country, pro¬ 
ceeded to Italy to complete his pro¬ 
fessional training. He made his 
first appearance as an operatic 
singer in this country at Covent 
Garden Opera, during the Pyne- 
Harrison management.and achieved 
his first great success in the part 
of Rhine berg in Vincent Wallace's 
opera of "Lurline" in March, 18G0. 
He created so favourable an im¬ 
pression in this character that he 
took rank as one of the most effec¬ 
tive baritones of the day. His 
career, especially since he attached 
himself exclusively to the Italian 
operatic stage, on the hoards of 
which he has distinguished himself 
in most of the great capitals of 
Europe, has been very successful. 


I His voice is as remarkable for its 
quality as for the extent of its 
register, in the upper part of which 
it partakes of a pure tenore robuato , 
while in the lower portion it dis¬ 
plays the rich qualities of the &asso 
profondo. In Gounod’s opera of 
" Faust,” Mr. Santley performed in 
the same season the parts of Valen¬ 
tin and Mephistox>heles,with trium¬ 
phant success. 

SARASATE, Martin Meliton, 
Spanish violinist, was born at 
Pampeluna, March 10, 184 J. He 
entered the Paris Conservatoire in 
January, 1850, became the favourite 
pupil of Alard, and gained the first 
prizes for solfeggio and violin. He 
then entered Reber’s harmony-class 
and secured a premier accessit in 
1859, but shortly after relin¬ 
quished the study of composition 
for the career of a concert player. 
His performances were highly suc¬ 
cessful. He has played in nearly 
all the great towns betweon Portu¬ 
gal and Norway, and London and 
Moscow, and has visited America, 
North and South. His first appear¬ 
ance in London was at the Philhar¬ 
monic Concert on May 18, 1874. 
He again appeared at the Musical 
Union of June 9 of the same year. 
In 1877 he played at the Cijstal 
Palace on October 13 j on March 
28, 1878, at the Philharmonio; in 
1886 he gave several violin recitals 
in London, with very remarkable 
success, and in 1888 a series of 
equally successful concerts. Musi¬ 
cians dispute whether Souor Sara- 
sate or Herr Joachim is the first 
violinist of the day. 

SARCEY, Erancisque, Fz*eneh 
writer, was bom at Dourdan, Oct. 
8,1S2S, and educated at the Normal 
School. He followed the profes¬ 
sion of school-master for some time, 
but then turned to literature in 
Paris, first writing for the Figaro 
and the Revue Enroptenne. In 
1859 he accepted the post of drama¬ 
tic critic to the newly founded 
Opinion Natimale, and in 1867 
| accepted a similar post on the 
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Temp s, which lie has since occu¬ 
pied. Here he melds very great 
influence over the theatres and 
the public. He also contributes 
a good deal to the XIXme. 
Sit do. Ho has published several 
books* but the only one that 
made a great impression was his 
“ History of the Siege of Paris/' 
1870; a lively and graphic account 
written from a diary kept through¬ 
out the siege. Among his other 
works are “ Le Nouveau Seigneur 
du Village/' 1862 ; “ Lo Mot et la 
Chose/' 18G2; “Le Piano de 
Jeanne/' 1876 j and " Comcdiena 
et Comediennes/' 1878. 

9 ARD0U, Viotorien, the cele¬ 
brated French dramatist* is son of 
M. Leandro Sardou, a professor at 
Paris, and the compiler of several 
publications. He was born in Paris 
Sept. 7. 1831. At first he studied 
medicine, but he was obliged, in 
consequence of the embarrassments 
of his family, to give private lessons 
in history, philosophy, and mathe¬ 
matics. He also made attempts in 
literature, writing articles for seve¬ 
ral reviews, for the minor journals, 
and for the “ Dictionnaire de la 
Conversation." His first comedy, 
“ La Taverne des Etudiants,” was 
brought out at the Odeon April 1, 
1854, and proved a complete failure. 
In the year 1857 M. Sardou was in 
a state of abjeetpovortyandextreme 
distress. He was living in a garret, 
and was prostrated by an attack of 
typhoid fever; but a neighbour, 
Mdlle. de Brecourt, nursed him 
with tender care during his illness, 
from which he slowly recovered. 
He married this friend in the fol¬ 
lowing year, and by her he was 
introduced to Mdlle. Dejazet, 
who had just established the 
theatre which was named after her. 
M. Sardou, undeterred by his former 
failure, now turned his attention 
again to dramatic composition, and 
quiokly built up for himself a bril¬ 
liant reputation. Nine years later 
he was in possession of a handsome 
fortune and a European renown. 


when a gloom was temporarily cast 
over his career by the death of his 
devoted wife (1867). M, Sardou's 
earlier pieces were performed at 
the Theatre DtSjazet, viz.:—“Lea 
premieres Armes do Figaro/' 
September 27, 1859 ; “Monsieur 
Carat/' April 30, I860 j and 

“ Les Pr<5s-Saint-Gervais," April 
2L', 1862. “Monsieur Carat" was 
one of the most prolonged suc¬ 
cesses of tho little theatre, and 
“Les Pr5s-Saint-Gervais," trans¬ 
formed into an opem-boufte, was 
afterwards brought out at tho 
Thd&tre des Varietes, and also, in 
an English version, at tho Criterion 
Theatre, London. M. Sardou has 
since produced a large number of 
dramatic pieces in rapid succession. 
Several of his contemporaries have 
not hesitated to accuse him of pla¬ 
giarism, and to assort that he com¬ 
poses rapidly because he is not at 
all scrupulous as to the sources 
from which he borrows his ideas. 
Subjoined is a list of his other 
works, with tho dates of thoir first 
representation:—“Les Gens ner- 
veux" (Palais Royal, Nov. 4,1859) j 
“ Les Pattes deMouclie " (Gymnase, 
May 15, 1S60); " Les Femmes 
Fortes " (Vaudeville, Dec. 31,1860);

M. Sardou has realised a 
princely fortune by his writings, 
and has built a splendid cMtenu 
at Marly-le-Koy, He married, 
secondly, on June 17, 1872, 

Mdlle, Boulier, daughter of tho 
Conservatenr of the Museum of 
YersailleB. He was decorated with 
the Legion of Honour in 1863, and 
was elected a Member of the French 
Academy in June, 1877, in succes¬ 
sion to M. Joseph Autran. His 
reception into the French Academy 
took place May 23, 1878. 

SAUNDERS, Sir Edwin, F.R.C.S., 
F.G.S., son of Mr. Saunders, pub¬ 
lisher and author, of the firm of 


Saunders and Ottley, was born in 
London, March 12 th, 1814, and has 
become distinguished as a surgeon, 
more especially in connection with 
dental surgery. From 1837 to 
1851 he was Surgeon-Dentist and 
Lecturer on the Anatomy and 
Diseases of the Teeth at St. 
Thomas's Hospital, tmd has been 
Surgeon-Dentist to the Queen since 
1848, He is a Fellow of the Royal 
Medical and Chimrgical Society, 
and late President of the Odonto- 
logical Society, and is tho author 
of "Advice on the Care of the 
Teeth,” and ff Teeth the Test of 
Age, considered with reference 
to the Factory Act.” Sir Edwin 
Saunders received the honour of 
knighthood in 1883. 

SAXE, John Godfrey, LL.D„ 
was bom at Higligate, Vermont, 
June 2 , 1816, A.B. (Middlesbury 
College), 1839. From 1843 to 1850 
he practised law in Vermont, and 
from 1850 to 1855 he was editor of 
the Burlington (Vermont) Sentinel, 
and was State Attorney in 1851. 
At one time he was a democratic 
candidate for Governor of Vermont, 
but since 1858 he has devoted him¬ 
self exclusively to literature and 
lecturing. His first collection of 
poemB was published in 1849, and 
enlarged additions have Appeared 
every few years since. In addition 
to the various editions of his col¬ 
lected poems which have appeared, 
he has published the "Money 
King,” 1859 j ff Clever Stories of 
Many Nations,” 1863; "Masque¬ 
rade,” 1866; " Fable and Legends 
of Many Countries,” 1872; f f Proud 
Miss McBride,”1873 j and "Leisure 
Day Rhymes,” 1875. 

SAY, Jean Baptiste Icon, a 
French statesman, bom at Paris 
June 6 , 1826, is the son of Horace 
Emile Bay, and grandson of Jean 
Baptiste Bay, the celebrated politi¬ 
cal economist. Following the tradi¬ 
tions of his family, he devoted 
himself to the study of political 
economy, and for many years he 
was editor of the Journal t7ea Zhfta/ 9 , 
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of wliicli lie continues to he 
the principal proprietor. He was 
an unsuccessful candidate for the 
Corps Legislate in 1869, but 
in Feb. 1871 he was returned to 
the National Assembly as one of 
the representatives of the depart¬ 
ment of the Seine. In June the 
same year he became Prefect of 
that department. In Oct. 1871, he 
came to London accompanied by 
M. Vautrain, the president of the 
Municipal Council of Paris, and 
presented to the Court of Aldermen 
at the G-uildhall a bronze medal of 
the Hdtel de Ville, and the large 
gold medal which was struck in 
commemoration of the revictualling 
of Paris by voluntary subscriptions 
collected in this country. At the 
same time he, on behalf of M, 
Thiers, presented the Lord Mayor 
with the Grand Cross of the Legion 
of Honour. Ho and M. Vautrain. 
were entertained at a public ban¬ 
quet hi the Mansion House (Oct. 
18). On Dec. 7,1872, he was made 
Minister of Finance by M. Thiers, 
on whose downfall he natually left 
office (May 24, 1873). He again 
accepted the portfolio of Finance 
in M. Buffet’s administration, in 
March, 1875, Soon afterwards he 
was elected a Senator for the 
department of tho Seine-et-Oise; 
his term of office expired in 1882. 
JEIo retained his portfolio in the 
Dufanre cabinet of the 10th of 
May, 1S7G, and in the Jules Simon 
cabinet of the ISth of Dec. following, 
but lie retired with the latter May 
17, 1877. When a new ministry 
was formed under the presidency 
of M. Dufaure in Dec. 1877, 
M. Ldon Say again became Minis¬ 
ter of Finance. Ho presided over 
the International Monetary Con¬ 
ference held at the Foreign office, 
Paris, in Aug. 1878. He retained 
the position of Minister of Finance 
in the first cabinet formed by Presi¬ 
dent Grdvy. He retired from the 
Administration, Dec, 17,1879, with 
the head of the cabinet, M. Wad- 
dington, and resumed his place 


among the members of tho Left 
Centre. In April, 1880, he was 
appointed Ambassador in London, 
with a view to his conducting the 
negotiations for a Treaty of Com¬ 
merce, and he mot with a cordial 
reception, but he returned to Paris 
in the course of a few weeks, in 
consequence of bis having been 
elected President of the Senate, 
May 23,1830, in place of M. Martel, 
who had resigned on account of ill- 
health, A short time previously to 
this tho Academy of Moral and 
Political Sciences had elected M. 
Ldon Say as successor to M. Michol 
Chevalier (April 21). He was re¬ 
elected President of the Senate, 
Jan. 20, 1881, and he became 
Minister of Finance in the Do 
Freycinet cabinet, formed Jan. 30, 
1882. M. Ldon Say, who is a great 
authority on financial and economi¬ 
cal questions, has written "Thdorie 
dos Changes Etrangors," translated 
from the English, and preceded by 
an introductionj "Histone dc la 
Caisse d'Escompte,” 1818; "La 
Ville de Paris et le Credit Foncier 
"Lettro aux Mcmbres de la Com¬

" Observations stir le Syst&me 
Financier de M. le Prdfet de la 
Seine,” 1865 j and, in conjunction 
with M. Ldon Walras," Les Obliga¬ 
tions Populaires.” He has con¬ 
tributed to the Annuaire de VEcon¬ 
omic Politique and the Journal dcs 
Economistaa. In Dec. 1871, the 
Frcuch Academy of Moral and 
Political Sciences elected M. Ldon 
Say to the seat left vacant by the 
death of M, Dubois. 

SAYCE, The Bev. Archibald 
Henry, bom at Shirehampton, near 
Bristol, Sept. 26,1840, was educated 
partly at home, and partly at Gros- 
venor College, Bath, He became 
Scholar of Queen's College, Oxford, 
in 18G5, First Class in Moderations 
in 1860, was First Class in the Final 
Classical Schools in 18G8,was elected 
a Fellow of his College in 18G9, 
Tutor in 1870, and since then Senior 
Tutor, He was ordained deacon in 
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1870, and priest in 1871. He be¬ 
came Deputy-Professor of Compa¬ 
rative Philology in 187G; an elector 
to the Chair of Celtic in the same 
year; and Public Examiner in the 
School of Theology in 1877. He 
has been a member of tho Old 
Testament Revision Company since 
1874, and received an honorary 
LL.D. degree at Dublin in 1881.

SCHAFF, Philip, D.D.,LL.D., was 
born at Chur, Switzerland, Jan. 1, 
1819. He wns educated at Chur, 
Stuttgart, Tubingen, Halle, and 
Berlin. From 1842 to 1844 ho 
lectured in the University of Ber¬ 
lin on exegesis and church history. 
In 18il he went to America, where 
he became Professor of Theology 
in the Lutheran Seminary of Mer- 
eersburg, Pennsylvania (1814-63). 
He removed to New York in 1863 ; 
was secretary of tho New York 
Sabbath Committee, 1861-69; and 
lecturer at the theological semi¬ 
naries in Andover, Hartford, and 
New York. In 1871 he became 
Professor of Church History in the 
Union Theological Seminary, New 
York. He is one of the founders of 
the American branch of the Evan¬ 
gelical Alliance, and was Bent three 
times (1869, 1872, 1873) to Europe 
to arrange for the General Confer¬ 
ence which was held in New York 
in Oct. 1873. He is a member of a 
number of historical and literary 
societies, and was President of the 
American Bible Eevision Com¬ 
mittee. Among the more impor¬ 
tant of his numerous works aie:

Creeds of Christendom/' 3 vols,, 
1876} “ Harmony of the Reformed 
Confessions/'1877} “ Through Bible 
Lands/' 1878; “Dictionary of the 
Bible," 1880; “Companion to the 
Greek Testament and the English 
Version/' 1883; "Historical Ac¬ 
count of the Work of the American 
3 N 
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Committee of Revision of tho En¬ 
glish Version,” 1885; “Christ and 
Christianity,” 1885; and in con¬ 
junction with Arthur Gilman, 
“ Library of Religious Poetry,” 
1881. lie is editor of the Anglo- 
American adaptation of Lange's 
“ Commentary on tho Bible,” be¬ 
gun in 1864, and of the “Inter¬ 
national Revision Commentary on 
the New Testament,” begun in 
1881. 

SCHARF, George, C.B., F.S.A., 
is the son of a Bavarian artist 
of the same name, who had 
settled in London in 1816, and 
died there in Nov. 1860. He was 
born Leo. 16, 1820, is well known 
as a writer on subjects connected 
with art, and as a skilful artist, 
having studied under his father. 
He was educated at London Uni¬ 
versity school, and having gained 
medals at the Society of Arts, was 
admitted a student of the Royal 
Academy in 1838. His first pub¬ 
lished work was a series of etchings, 
entitled “Scenic Effeots,” illus¬ 
trating the Shakespearian and 
Classical revivals by Macready, 
when manager of Covent Garden 
Theatre in 1838-9. He travelled 
in Italy in 1840, and accompanied 
Sir C. Fellows in a journey 
through Lycia and other parts of 
Asia Minor, whither he proceeded 
again in 1843, as draughtsman to 
a Government expedition. A large 
collection of his drawings, both 
of Lycian views and outlines of 
sculpture, is deposited in the 
British Museum. After his return 
he painted some oil pictures, which 
were exhibited at the Royal Aca¬ 
demy and at the British Institu¬ 
tion ; but his time has been chiefly 
devoted to illustrating books 5 
among whioh may be mentioned 
Fellows's “ Lycia,” Murray's 
“ Illustrated Prayer-Book,” Ma¬ 
caulay’s '* Lays of Ancient Rome,” 
1847 5 Milman's "Horace,” 1849; 
Kugler’s "Handbook of Italian 
ana German Painting,” 1851, 2nd 
edit., 1856, in which he dovised a 


collective Beries of minute re¬ 
presentations of all Raphael's com¬ 
positions known as the u Holy 
Family; ” Layard’s works on Nin¬ 
eveh,” Dr. Smith's “Classical 
Dictionaries,” Keats's " Poems/ 
Pollock's " Dante,” and Bray’s 
"Life of Stothard.” He was elected 
F.S.A, in 1852, and Corresponding 
Member of the Archaeological In¬ 
stitute of Romo in 1858. He had 
meanwhile rendered much assist¬ 
ance to Charles Kean in producing 
his Shakespearian revivals with 
classic costumes and collect scen¬ 
ery. He delivered a course of 
lectures on Italian art at the 
Royal Institution, and was ap¬ 
pointed Art Secretary at the 
Manchester Exhibition of 1857, 
and in the same year Secretary and 
Keeper of the National Portrait 
Gallery. He has written u History 
of the Characteristics [of Greek 
Ait,” prefixed to Wordsworth's 
" Greece ; ” " Descriptions of tho 
Greek, Roman, and Pompeian 
Courts at the Crystal Palace; ” 
"Artistic and Descriptive Notes 
on Remarkable Pictures in the 
British Institution Exhibition of 
Ancient Masters,” published in 
1858; a " Catalogue of Pictures 
and Works of Art in Blenheim 
Palace,” in 1860; and a "Cata¬ 
logue Raisonno of the Pictures 
belonging to the Society of 
Antiquaries of London,” reprinted 
from the Fine Arts Quarterly Review, 
in 1865. In 18G6 he delivered a 
course of lectures at the Royal 
Institution, upon portraits, illus¬ 
trated by numerous sketches taken 
by himself from the original 
pictures 3 a second series was 
given in March, 1868. Ho is also 
the author of an account of tho 
celebrated portrait of Richard II., 
preserved in Westminster Abbey, 
printed in the Fine Arts Quarterly 
Review , 1867 j and of an historical 
account of the pictures belonging 
to the Crown, recording their vicis¬ 
situdes from the reign of Henry 
VIII, to the present century, and 
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published in the volume of the 
Archaeological Institute., entitled 
“ Old London.,” 1867, together with 
essays on various ancient portraits. 
His subsequent works have been 
elaborate historical catalogues of 
the paintings at Knowsley Hall 
and Woburn Abbey, privately 
printed. In 1882, after a service 
of twenty-five years, as Secretary, 
he was constituted Director of the 
National Portrait Gallery, an in¬ 
stitution which owes most of its 
success to his devotion and know¬ 
ledge. In this year he completed, 
under the auspices of the Arundel 
Society, an account of the famous 
portrait of Richard II., preserved 
at Wilton House, In 1885 his 
services were rewarded by a Com¬ 
panionship of the Order of the Hath. 
In the Archaeologia he lias recently 
described an elaborate picture of St. 
George and the Dragon, with votive 
figures of Henry VII. and family, 
purchased by the Queen from the 
Strawberry Hill collection in 1883. 

SCHERER, Edmond Henri Adolphe, 
French critic and Senator, was 
bom in Paris, April 8th, 1815, and 
partly educated at the College 
Bourbon; he then spent two years 
in England, and afterwards wont 
to Strasburg, where he studied 
theology. lu 1813 he was appointed 
Professor of Exegesis at the Ecole 
ivangdlique at Geneva, at the 
same time editing a journal The 
Reformation in the XJXth Century . 
In 1850, finding he could no longer 
conscientiously retain his theo¬ 
logical post, he gave up the 
Professorship, and from that time 
became one of the chief leaders of 
the liberal movement in Protestant 
theology. In 1870 began his poli¬ 
tical career. At Versailles (where 
he had for some time resided), 
during the occupation of the town by 
the German troops, he was elected 
a member of the Municipal Coun¬ 
cil, and rendered signal service 
throughout the difficulties of the 
war. In 1871 he was elected to 
tho National Assembly for the 


department of Seine-et-Oise, and 
since that time ho has been a 
steady supporter of the Eepub- 
liean Government. In 1875 he 
was eleoted Senator. For many 
years M. Scherer has been one of 
tbe principal writers on the Temps, 
only giving up his connection with 
the paper for a short time in 1879. 
He was a frequent contributor to 
the "Revue de Theologie et de 
Philosophie Chretiennc,” and one 
of the editors of the ff JBiblioth&que 
TJniverselle” of Geneva. In I860 
he published a collection of the 
articles that had appeared, under 
the title of (( Melanges de Critique 
Religieuse ”—a book that made a 
considerable impression. Amongst 
his other writings may be men¬ 
tioned rc De l'Etat actuel de 
TEglise Refomee on France,” 
1841 j <c Esquisse d J une Theorie de 
FEglise Chretienne,” 1845 ; rr La 
Critique et la Foi,” 1850; Alex¬ 
andre Vinet,” 1853 ; te Etudes 
Critiques sur la Literature Con- 
temporaine,” 18G3-78j (t Melanges 
d’Histoire Religieuse,” 1861, and 
many other essays and criticisms. 
M. Scherer may be said to be the 
literary successor of Sainte-Beuve. 
His latest volume (1886) contains 
further essays on " La Litterature 
Contemporaino.” 

SCHILLING, Johann, a German 
sculptor, was horn at Mittweida, 
in Saxony, June 23, 1828. After 
studying with Rietschel and Hiinel 
he made his d4but as a sculptor in 
1851 with a beautiful group— 
"Amor and Psyche.” Working 
then at Berlin with Drake—the 
artist of the Victory Column—he 
produced a pair of relief medal¬ 
lions — tr Jupiter and Venus,” which 
procured him a travelling scholar¬ 
ship; and the result of the two 
years’ residence in Italy which he 
was thus enabled to spend, were 
his " Wounded Achilles ” and his 
%t Centaur and Venus.” Returning 
to steady industry at Dresden he 
turned out in rapid succession a 
variety of high productions j and 
3 n 2 
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on the death of Rietschel under¬ 
took the execution of the city of 
Spiers 5 figure for the Luther monu¬ 
ment at Wonus. Equal admiration 
was bestowed on his “Four Sea¬ 
sons JJ on the Bruhl Terrace at 
Dresden, his Schiller statue at 
Vienna, his Maximilian statue at 
Trieste, and his War Memorial at 
Hamburg, not to mention other 
creations, which were all surpassed 
and crownedhythe Grand National 
Monument, on the edgo of the 
Niedciwald, overlooking the Rhine, 
This was unveiled by the Emperor 
William, Sept. 28,1883. 

S C H L X E M A N 3ST, Dr. Heinrich, 
F.S.A., was bom at Ankershagen 
in Mecklenburg, in 1822, being the 
son of a Lutheran pastor, who in¬ 
spired him at an early age with 
an enthusiastic admiration of the 
heroes of ancient Greece, whose 
exploits have been immortalised by 
Homer, On his mother’s death, 
which occurred when he was nine 
years old, he went to live with his 
uncle, a clergyman of Kalkliorst, 
.where he remained two years. 
When the lad was fourteen years 
old, the elder Scliliemunn lost his 
parish, became miserably poor, and 
could no longer pay for his son’s 
schooling. The result was that 
young Schlicmann had to enter a 
grocer’s shop in the little town of 
Furstenburg, where he remained 
for five years, instead of following j 
a career of letters, for which he 
felt a strong inclinations but he 
always preserved for the glories 
of antiquity the same love which 
he showed in his early infancy. 
He only came in contact with 
the lower classes of society, and 
as he was forced to work from 
five in the morning until eleven at 
night, he rapidly forgot the little 
learning he had previously ac¬ 
quired. At last, through the 
mediation of friends, he Obtained 
a place as correspondent and book¬ 
keeper in the Amsterdam firm of 
Messrs. B. H. Sdhroeder & Co*, who 
engaged him with a salary of 600 


florins, which, seeing his zeal, they 
shortly afterwards raised to 1000. 
In 181G he was sent to St. Peters¬ 
burg by his firm as their local 
agent, and a year later he estab¬ 
lished himself in business there on 
liis own account. In the course of 
his busy life he has visited most 
parts of Europe and America, and 
has learned many languages, in¬ 
cluding Russian, English, Froncli, 
Spanish, Italian, Portuguese, 
Dutch, Polish, Swedish, ancient 
and modern Greek, and Arabic. 
Having amassed a fortune, ho 
began his arches ologieal investi¬ 
gations and excavations in the East, 
and recorded the results in a work 
written in French in 1869, and en¬ 
titled "Ithaque, Le Peloponn&se, 
Troie: RecherchesArchcologiqnes.” 
Previously he had published in tho 
flame language, ff La Chine et le 
Japon an Temps present 33 (1867). 
In 1874 he published “ Troy and 
its Remains/ 5 which contains a full 
account of the researches and dis¬ 
coveries made by him at Ilissarlik, 
the site of ancient Troy, and in the 
Trojan plain. In Feb. 1874, he 
obtained permission from the Greek 
Government to excavate Mycenaj, 
where, in 1877, he discovered the 
five royal tombs which local tradi¬ 
tion pointed out to Pausanias as 
those of Agamemnon and his com¬ 
panions, who wore murdered by 
j iEgisthus. The treasures of gold 
and silver brought to light denote 
great artistic perfection, and de¬ 
monstrate the existence of a sohool 
of domestic artists entirely inde¬ 
pendent of Oriental influence. 
Coming now to England, Dr.

SCHOFIELD, Gen. JohnMoAllister, 
was born in Chataoqua county, 
Hew York, Sept. 29,1831. He gra¬ 
duated at tho Military Academy 
at West Point, in 1853 ; remained 
there for five years as Instructor in 
Natural Philosophy; and from 1858 
to 1801 was professor of Natural 
Philosophy at Washington Uni¬ 
versity, St. Lonis, Missouri. Soon 
after the outbreak of the Civil 
War he was appointed Brigadier- 
General of volunteers, and served 
with credit in Missouri and Kansas. 
In 1801 he joined the army of Gen. 
Sherman, and bore a prominent 
part in all its operations to the 
close of the war. In 1861 he was 
made Brigadier-General, and in 
1809 Major-General in the regular 
army. In 1867 he was placed in 
command of the military district 
of Virginia, In 1868 he was ap¬ 
pointed Secretary for War ; but he 
resigned in 1809, and was assigned 
to the command of the department 
of Missouri, and in 1870 to that of 
the Pacific. Prom 1870 to 1881 he 
was Superintendent of the Military 
Academy at West Point.

SCHOTT, Wilhelm, philologist 
and ethnologist, was born at 
Mayence in Sept. 1809, and gra¬ 
duated as Doctor of Philosophy at 
Halle, in 1827, since which time he 
has devoted himself to the study 
of the European and Asiatic lan¬ 
guages.

She was 
taught entirely by her father, 
Friedrich Wieck, and began to 
play in public at ten years old, At 
twelve she appeared at one of the 
famous " Gewandhaus ” Concerts 
at Leipzig, and from that time 
travelled over Europe, creating a 
great sensation in Vienna, Berlin, 
and Paris. In 1837 she became 
engaged to the great composer 
Robert Schumann, and married 
him in 1840. Under his influence 
her pianoforte playing became even 
more perfect, and passing on from 
Beethoven, to whose works she at 
first almost entirely confined her¬ 
self, she studied Choxrin and com¬ 
posers of the more recent schools. 
On the death of her husband, in 
1856, she removed with her children 
to Berlin, and has since resided at 
Wiesbaden and Frankfort-on-the- 
Main. Madame Schumann, besides 
teaching at the Conservatoire of 
Frankfort, has frequently played 
in most of the chief cities of 
Europe, the works of her husband 
being generally the favpurites in 
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her repertoire. On the 50th anni¬ 
versary of her fii’Bt appearance at 
the Leipzig Gewandhaus she played 
there again, and had a magnificent 
reception. In 1680 she visited 
London and played to crowded 
audiences in St. James’s Hall. 

SCHURZ, Carl, was born atLiblar, 
near Cologne, Germany, March 2, 
1H2Q. Re was educated at the 
Gymnasium of that city, and at 
the University of Bonn. In 1848 
ho became associated with Gott¬ 
fried Kinkel, in editing a revolu¬ 
tionary journal, and subsequently 
he participated in the insurrec¬ 
tionary movement in South Ger¬ 
many. At the surrender of the 
fortress of Rastadt, he escaped 
into Switzerland, whence, in May, 
1860, he returned secretly to Ger¬ 
many and rescued Kinkel, who 
had been sentenced to twenty 
years’ imprisonment in the fortress 
of Spandau. The two escaped to 
Leith, Scotland. Schurz then 
went to Paris as a newspaper cor¬ 
respondent, but a year later re¬ 
turned to London as a teacher. 
In 1832 he went to the United 
States, remained in Philadelphia 
for two years, and then settled in 
Wisconsin, and became prominent 
as a political orator in the German, 
as well as the English, language. 
The following year he was nomi¬ 
nated by the Republicans for 
Lieutenant-Governor of the State, 
but was defeated. In 1801 he was 
appointed Minister to Spain, where 
ho remained till Dec. 1861; re¬ 
turning to the United States, he 
resigned his office, and entered the 
army, and in the May following 
was appointed Brigadier-General of 
Volunteers. He took part in the 
second battle of Bull Run, was 
promoted to the rank of Major- 
General, and commanded a division 
in the battles of Chancellorsville 
and Gettysburg. In the autumn of 
1863 he went to Tennessee, and 
took part in several battles, but 
resigned in 1863. In the summer 
of 1863 he was sent by President 


Johnson on a confidential mission 
into the Southern States, and maclo 
an elaborate report on their con¬ 
dition, which was published by 
Congress. In 1866 ho removed to 
Detroit, Michigan, where he 
founded and edited for some time 
the Detroit Post. In 18GS ho re¬ 
moved to St. Louis, and in 1809 
was elected U.S. senator from Mis¬ 
souri. He opposed President 
Grant’s San Domingo policy, and 
advocated the return to specie 
payments in several speeches. In 
the Presidential canvass of 1872 he 
united with that portion of the 
Republican party known as " Libe¬ 
rals,” who nomined Mr. Greely 
for President, in oppositon to 
General Grant j but on the defeat 
of Mr. Greely ho, with most of the 
" Liberals,” returned io the regu¬ 
lar Republican party ; and in 1876 
took an active part in ike canvass 
for Mr. Hayes, by whom he was, 
in 1877, appointed Secretary of iho 
I Interior. During his occujjancy of 
that position ho seconded Mr. 
Hayes’ efforts at a reform, of the 
civil service by instituting competi¬ 
tive examinations for appointments 
to clerkships in his department. 
At the expiration of his term, 1681, 
he removed to New York, and was 
the editor of the Evening Dost until 
August, 1883. Since then he has 
been engaged in literary pursuits. 
In 1881* he took a leading part in 
the ,r Independent ” movement in 
the presidential campaign, oppos¬ 
ing Dae election of James G. Blaine 
and advocating that of Grover 
Cleveland. 

SCHUVALOFF, Count Peter, is a 
descendant of a well-known Rus¬ 
sian family which was ennobled in 
the beginning of the seventeenth 
century. Many members of that 
house have played highly important 
parts in the history of Russia both 
as generals and os diplomatists. 
Count Peter Schuvaloff was bom 
in 1828. He at first entered the 
military service, and in 1864 waa 
advanced to the rank of general, 
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lie filled successively the post of 
military attach^ in Haris, of func¬ 
tionary in the Ministry of the In¬ 
terior, and Governor-General of the 
Baltic provinces. He was advanced 
subsequently to tho post of Chief 
of tho Secret Police, third section 
of the Imperial Chancellerie, which 
is in Russia a highly important 
position, the occupant having, in a 
groat measure, to deal with foreign 
affairs. This appointment was 
made in 18G6, and for upwards of 
seven years Count Schuvaloif re¬ 
tained that post, and enjoyed the 
most implicit confidence of his 
sovereign, upon whom lio exercised 
greater influence than any of his 
colleagues. His appointment as 
Ambassador to Her Majesty Queen 
Victoria was looked upon by some 
in Russia as a kind of exile. Some 
believed that he was sent to Eng¬ 
land owing to Prince GoidschakoiFs 
jealousy, the Prince looking upon 
him as his rival and aspirant for 
tho post of Chancellor. Other 
reasons of a more private nature 
were likewise assigned for his ex¬ 
patriation ; but on the other hand 
it was likewise said that the Czar 
had chosen him for his representa¬ 
tive in England on account of the 
confidence he reposed in the Count's 
ability, and in liis devotion to the 
Emperor. If this latter motive 
was the real causa of the appoint¬ 
ment, events have proved the far¬ 
sightedness of the Czar, who could 
not have had a better servant 
dming the trying negotiations 
botweon the two countries. The 
evident success which had crowned 
his labours when the Count was 
sent on a special mission to this 
country previous to his appoint¬ 
ment as Ambassador, to appease 
the susceptibilities of the then 
Gladstone cabinet respecting the 
Russian expedition to Khiva, was 
no doubt another reason for his 
being entrusted with the post of 
Ambassador to England, and the 
subsequent occurrences have shown 
the necessity of Russia being ably 


represented. In a great measure 
it may bo attributed to Count 
Schuvtiloff that, up to the present, 
England and Russia have avoided 
coming to an open rupture. All 
through, however, the Count had 
been opposed to Prince Gortsclm- 
kofFs policy, and was certainly his 
rival. On tho occasion of his re¬ 
tiring from his post in London 
(Nov. 1879) the Czar appointed him 
a Knight of the St. Wladirair 
Order, Eirst Class. 

SCHWARZENSERGh, Cardinal 
Frederick von, Prince Bishop of 
Prague, a member of the princely 
house bearing his name, was born 
April G, 1809. Ilaving completed 
bis education, and taken holy 
orders, the Prince became, in 183G, 
Bishop of Salzburg. In 1812 he 
was made a cardinal, and in 1S4!> 
was translated as Prince Bishop of 
Prague. At the (Ecumenical Coun¬ 
cil of the Vatican (18G9-70) the 
cardinal belonged to the Inop- 
portunist ” party, but afterwards 
unreservedly accepted the dogma 
of the infallibility of the Sovereign 
Pontiff. 

8CHWATKA, Frederick, American 
explorer, was born at Galena, Illi¬ 
nois, Sept. 29,1819. Ho graduated 
from the TJ. S. Military Academy 
at West Point in 1871. He sub¬ 
sequently studied law and was 
admitted to tho bar in 1873. He 
then took up the study of medicine 
and received his degree at New 
York in 1876. In June, 1878, he 
sailed to the Arctic regions, in 
command of tho Franklin search 
party, which returned in Sept. 
1880, having discovered and buried 
many of the skeletons of Sir John 
Franklin's lost party, and cleared 
up much of the mystery that had 
shrouded their fate. He later ex¬ 
plored tho course of the Yukon 
River (1881). He has published 
full accounts of his explorations. 

SCLATER, Philip Lutley, M.A., 
Ph.D., F.R.S., second son of the 
late W. L. Sdater, Esq., of JETod- 
dington Honsi, Hants, born in 
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1829, was educated at Winchester 
School, and at the age of 1G was 
elected Scholar of Corpus Chrmti 
College, Oxford, whore lie gradu¬ 
ated in 1819, taking a flr&t class 
in mathematics. He was subse¬ 
quently Fellow of the same College. 
He was called to the bur at Lin¬ 
coln's Inn in 1855, and went the 
Western circuit for several years ; 
became secretary to the Zoological 
Society of London in 1859, was 
elected F.R.S. in LSG1, and was 
made Doctor Philosophic by the 
University of Bonn (honoris causd) 
in 1860. He is editor of the Ibis, 
a journal of ornithology, and is 
author of a “ Monograph of the 
Tanagrine Genus Cftlliatp/*« Zoolo¬ 
gical Sketches/’ ''Catalogue of 
American Birds/' "Guide to the 
G-ardeua of the Zoological Society 
of London/' and of upwards of GOO 
papers and memoirs on ornithology 
and other branches of natural 
history in the “Transactions ** and 
“ Proceedings ” of the Zoological 
Society, the " Journal of the Liu- 
nasan Society," the "Annals of 
Natural History,” the I&is, the 
Natural History Review, and the 
Journal of Science. In 1875 Hr. 
Sclater was appointed Private 
Secretary to his brother, the Bight 
Hon. G. Sclater-Booth, President 
of the Local Government Board, 
but resigned that office in 1877. 
In the same year he became one of 
the General Secretaries to the 
British Association for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Science, and con¬ 
tinued to act in that capacity until 
18S2. 

SCLATER-BOOTH, The Eight 
Hon. George, M.P., F.R.S,, son of 
the late William Lutley Sclater, 
Esq., of Hoddington House, Hamp¬ 
shire, by Anne Maria, daughter of 
the late William Bowyer, Esq., was 
born in London in 1820, From 
Winchester School, where he ob¬ 
tained the gold medal for Latin 
verse, he proceeded to Balliol Col¬ 
lege, Oxford (B.A. 1817). He was 
called to the bar of the Inner 


Temple in 1851. In 1857 he as¬ 
sumed, by royal licence, the name 
of Booth in addition to liis patro¬ 
nymic; and in the same year he 
was elected M.P. for North Hamp¬ 
shire, which constituency he has 
continued to represent in the Con¬ 
servative interest down to the 
present time. During the first ten 
years of lus Parliamentary career 
Mr. Sclater-Booth was a frequent 
and active member of Select Com¬ 
mittees, and became very conver¬ 
sant with the public and private 
business of the House of Commons. 
As Secretary to tho Poor Law Board 
in 1807 he represented that depart¬ 
ment in the Lower House, his chief. 
Lord Devon, being the first peer 
who had ever filled tho office 
of President. This brought tin' 
Secretaryship into greater pro¬ 
minence than it had previously 
occupied, and identified it more 
completely with the policy and 
administration of the department. 
The severe pressure on tho rates 
caused by tho distress which pre¬ 
vailed at that time in the East of 
London, also brought Hr. Sclater- 
Booth* a name before the public as 
actively promoting the co-operation 
between private charity and relief 
from the public rates, by which the 
emergency was finally dealt with. 
On the resignation of Lord Derby 
in Feb. 18G8, the following year, 
Mr. Sclater-Booth was appointed to 
the Secretaryship of the Treasury, 
in the room of Mr. Hunt, who 
became Chancellor of the Exche¬ 
quer. He passed the estimates 
through the House of Commons, 
and conducted the financial busi¬ 
ness of the Treasury till the general 
election of 1808, when Hr. DisraelFs 
Government resigned. During 
Mr. Gladstone's administration 
(1SG8-74) Mr. Selater-Booth’s at¬ 
tention continued to be constantly 
directed to public business, and he 
served during the greater part of 
that time as Chairman of the im¬ 
portant Committee on Public Ac* 
counts. On the formation of Mr, 
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Disraeli's Government in 1874, he 
was sworn in as a Privy Councillor, 
and appointed to the office of 
President of the Local Govern¬ 
ment Board, which he held till 
the Conservatives resigned in 
April, 1880. He was distinguished 
for the success with which ho 
directed tho administration and 
Parliamentary business of his 
department: in particular the 
Hating Act of 1874, the Regis- 
tration Act of the same year, and 
the Pollution of Elvers Prevention 
Act of 1875, wore measures which 
had long been urgently required, 
hut which, though frequently 
brought forward, had never before 
been carried to a successful issue. 
The consolidation of the sanitary 
laws in the Public Health Act of 
1875 was likewise a measure of the 
greatest importance, with which 
Iris name will ever be connected. 
During the period of Mr. Glad¬ 
stone's administration, 1880-1885, 
Mr. Sclater-Booth acted as Chair¬ 
man in conducting the new experi¬ 
ment of Grand Committees. 

SCOTT, Benjamin, P.E.A.S., 
Chamberlain of London, son of 
the late B. W. Scott, Esq., who 
long held the post of Chief Clerk 
to the Chamberlain, and who, con¬ 
jointly with the late Mr. Firlli, 
volunteered, in 1882, a report to 
the City Corporation on the subject 
of a goneral embankment of the 
river Thames, was born in 1814, 
and having entered the Chamber¬ 
lain's office, attained the post of 
Chief Clerk in 1842, but resigned 
that and other offices in 1853. He 
founded the Bank of London, to 
which he was secretary until the 
death of Sir John Key, in 1858, 
when he was unanimously elected 
to the office of Chamberlain. He 
has taken an active part in educa¬ 
tion, having founded, in 1851, the 
Working Men's Educational Union. 
Mr. Scott has published, among 
other works, w A Statistical Vindica¬ 
tion of the City of London," * r Con¬ 
tents and Teachings of the Cata¬ 


combs at Home,” rf Progress of 
Locomotion in Great Britain," and 
" Hints to Lecturers to the Work¬ 
ing Classes." He compiled for the 
Corporation, in 1884, a work, 
“ London's Roll of Fame," con¬ 
taining addresses and votes to 
distinguished persons, and their 
replies, between A.n. 1750 and 1884, 
and published by Cassell & Co. 
Mr. Scott is a Commissioner of Her 
Majesty's Lieutenancy for the City 
of London. 

SCOTT, The Rev. Charles Brod- 
riok, D.D., bora at 3, Merrion 
Square South, Dublin, Jan. 18, 
1825, was educated at Eton and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated B.A. in 1848 as Senior 
Classic and 22nd Wrangler. He 
gained the Pitt University scholar¬ 
ship (1847); was Senior Chancel¬ 
lor's Medallist; and was elected, in 
1849, a Follow of Trinity, of which 
College he became assistant tutor 
in 1852. Afterwards he graduated 
M.A., 1851; B.D., 1800; D.D.,1807. 
He was Select Preacher at Cam¬ 
bridge in 18G0 and 1809. Ho be¬ 
came Head Master of Westminster 
School in 1855; a Prebendary of 
St. Paul's in 1874; and an honorary 
student of Christ Church, Oxford, 
in 1875. Dr. Scott resigned the 
head-mastership of Westminster 
School in May, 1883, and was 
succeeded by Mr. W. G. Ruther¬ 
ford. 

SCOTT, Clement, son of the Rev. 
William Scott, Vicar of St. Clave, 
Old Jewry, a well-known literary 
limn, was journalist on the per¬ 
manent staff of the Morning 
Chronicle and Saturday Review , 
which he helped to start, was bora 
Oct. 6, 1841, at Christ Church par¬ 
sonage, Hoxton, London, and edu¬ 
cated at Marlborough College, Wilt- 
shire. Ho was appointed to a clerk¬ 
ship in the War Office by Lord 
Herbert of Lea in May, 18G0, and 
retired on a pension in May, 1873.

SEDGWICK, Amy, a popular 
actress, was born at Bristol, Oct. 27, 
1833. After having passed through 
a training for the stage at an 
amateur theatre near London, where 
Elton, Reeve, Robson, and other 
dramatic "stars” first trod the 
boards, she made her first public ap¬ 
pearance in tbo summer of 1853, as 
Julia, in "The Hunchback,” at the 
Richmond Theatre. Her perform¬ 
ance, though not unsuccessful, did 
not give promise of the celebrity 
she afterwards attained. She re- 
tiumed to Bristol to accept a tem¬ 
porary engagement, where, owing 
to a mi sunder standing between her¬ 
self and the lessee of the theatre, 
she appeared only one night as 
Mrs. Whito, in the farce of that 
name. Proceeding to Cardiff, Miss 
Sedgwick caused so great a sensa¬ 
tion by her Pauline in the " Lady 
of Lyons,” that Mr. Moseley, tho 
leader of a circuit which included 
the towns of Huddersfield, Halifax, 
and Bradford, offered her an en¬ 
gagement as his leading actress, 
which she accepted, and resigned 
at the end of a year. In 1855 
Mr. John Knowles, the manager of 
tlie Manchester Theatre, secured 
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her services for three seasons, and 
she drew crowded houses. In the 
summer of 1857 Mr. BueksLone 
engaged her for the Haymarket 
Theatre, where sho made her ap¬ 
pearance as Pauline, in " The 
Lady of Lyons," and on the 
first night created a great sensa¬ 
tion, and afterwards appeared in 
an original part in “ The Unequal 
Match." Miss Sedgwick has acted 
Lady Macbeth, Juliet, Rosalind, 
Ophelia, Peg Woffington, Lady 
Teazle, and many other characters. 
In 1858 she was married to W. B. 
Parkes, Esq., M.D., but was left a 
widow in 1803. 

SEELEY, John Robert, M.A., 
was born in London in 183 4 , 
being a son of Mr. Seeley, the pub¬ 
lisher, of Fleet Street. He was 
educated at the City of London 
School, of which he became the 
captain, and thence proceeded to 
Christa College, Cambridge. He 
took his B.A, degree in 1857, when 
he was bracketed with three others 
at the head of the first olass in the 
classical tripos, and he was also 
Senior Chancellor’s Medallist. In 
July, 1858, he was elected a Fellow 
of his college, where he was a lec¬ 
turer for about two years and a 
half. He was then appointed prin¬ 
cipal classical assistant at his old 
school, and held that post until his 
appointment, in 1868, to the Pro¬ 
fessorship of Latin in University 
College, London. The Queen, on 
the recommendation of Mr. Glad¬ 
stone, appointed him Professor of 
Modern History at Cambridge, 
Oct. 9, 1869. He was elected to 
a professorial fellowship at Caius 
College, Cambridge, in Oet. 1882. 
Professor Seeley’s chief work, pub¬ 
lished anonymously in 1805 (though 
18G6 is the'dato on the title page), 
is entitled " Ecce Homo; a Survey 
of the Life and Work of Jesus 
Christ." It passed rapidly through 
several editions, created great ex¬ 
citement amongst the members of 
the various Protestant communi¬ 
ties, and elicited numerous replies. 


Another work by the author of 
“Ecce Homo” appeared in 1882 
under the title of “ Natural Reli¬ 
gion.” Among the Professor’s 
avowed workB may bo mentioned : 
—"Classical Studies as an Intro¬ 
duction to the Moral Sciences,” a 
lecture, 186i 5 “English Lessons 
for English Readers ” (in collabo¬ 
ration with the Rev. E. A, Abbott), 
1809 j ff Lectures and Essays,” 
1870; an edition of “Livy, with 
Introduction, Historical Examina¬ 
tion, and Notes,” the first volume 
of which appeared in 1871; “Life 
and Times of Stein: or Germany 
and Prussia in the Napoleonic 
Age,” 3 vols., 1879 ; “The Expan¬ 
sion of England,” 1883 j and “ A 
Short Life of Napoleon the First,” 
1883. He has also written many 
articles in reviews on historical 
method and the place of history in 
education; also a series of three 
articles, which appeared in the 
Contemjiorai'y Review , on Goethe, 
and an article in the first number 
of the Engl ish Hi ^ to need Revie w (J an. 
1880) on the House of Bourbon. J 
SELBORNE (Earl of), The Right 
Hon, Roundel! Palmer, second son 
of the late Rev. William Palmer, 
rector of Mixbury, Oxfordshire, 
by Dorothea, youngest daughter 
of the late Rev. William Roundell, 
of Gledstanes, Yorkshire, wits bom 
at Mixbury, Nov. 27, 1812. He 
was educated at Rugby and Win¬ 
chester Schools, and was elected 
in 1830 to an open Scholarship 
at Trinity College, Oxford, where 
he graduated, as a first-class in 
classics, in Easter term, 1834, 
having previously gained the Chan¬ 
cellor’s prize for Latin verse, and 
for the Latin essay in 1S31, the 
Newdigate prize for English verse 
in 1832, and the Ireland scholarship 
in the same year. The subject of 
the Latin verso composition was 
“ Numantia,” and of the English 
“Stafia.” He was elected to a 
Fellowship at Magdalen College, 
and obtained the Eldon Law 
Scholarship in 1834. In 1837 he 
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graduated M.A., and was called to 
the liar at Lincoln Vinn on Juno 0, 
the same year. Having practised 
■with great success as a Chancery 
barrister, he was created a Queen’s 
Counsel in April, 1819, and was 
immediately elected a Benclier of 
his inn. Sir Eoundoll Palmer was 
first returned to Parliament as 
member for Plymouth, at the gene¬ 
ral election of July, 1817, being the 
colleague of Viscount E bring ton. 
He represented Plymouth till July, 
1852, when he was not re-elected ; 
but regained his seat in June, 1853, 
and held it till March, 1857, when 
he did not offer himself as a candi¬ 
date. In July, 1SG1, though he 
had not a seat in Parliament at the 
time, he was appointed Solicitor- 
General in Lord Palmerston’s 
Administration, succeeding Sir 
William Atherton, who was pro¬ 
moted to bo Attorney-General on 
the elevation of Sir Richard Beth ell 
to the Chancellorship as Lord 
Westbury. Sir Eoundell then re¬ 
ceived the honour of knighthood, 
and he was soon after elected M.P. 
for Richmond, a borough in which 
the Earl of Zetland has paramount 
influence, and which he continued 
to represent until his olevation to 
the peerage. In Oct. 1803, on the 
death of Sir William Atherton, he 
became Attorney-General, and re¬ 
tired from office with Lord John 
Bussell’s second administration in 
June, 1806. On the return of the 
Liberal party to power, under the 
leadership of Mr. Gladstone, in 
Dec. 1803, he was offered the 
Chancellorship, but not being able 
to endorse the policy of the Govern¬ 
ment in relation to the Irish Church, 
declined talcing office. Sir Roun¬ 
del! Palmer’s views on the Irish 
Church question were embodied at 
the time in a speech addressed by 
him to his constituents at Bich- 
mond. He concurred with the 
Government in recommending the 
disestablishment of the Irish 
Church, but differed from them on 
the question of dis endowment. He 


continued, however, to be an inde¬ 
pendent supporter of Mr. Glad¬ 
stone’s Cabinet on most of the 
public questions of the day, and 
consented to represent Her Ma¬ 
jesty’s Government us counsel be¬ 
fore the Arbitration Court at 
Geneva in 1871. Ho was appointed 
Lord Chancellor of England, in 
succession to Lord Hntherley, in 
Oct. 1872, on which occasion ho 
was raised to the peerage by the 
title of Baron Selborne, of Selborne, 
in the county of Hants. He went 
out of office on the defeat of tho 
Liberal party in Feb. 1874. On the 
appointment of tho Commission for 
reforming Oxford University Lord 
Selborne was made chairman. He 
was re-appointed Lord Chancellor 
of England on the return of tho 
Liberals to office under Mr. Glad¬ 
stone in May, 1880. In Dec. 1882, 
he was created Viscount Wolmer, 
of Blaokmoor, Hampshire, and Earl 
of Selborne, in the same county. 
At one period his name was much 
associated with the project for 
establishing what has been toi*med 
a“Legal University; ” and on this 
subject Sir B. Palmer twice moved, 
though he ultimately failed to 
carry, a resolution in the House of 
Commons. He edited the " Book 
of Praise, from the best English 
Hymn-Writers,” published in 18G2, 
and in 1803 was made hon. D.C.L. 
by the University of Oxford. Ho 
was elected Lord Hector of the 
University of St. Andrews in Nov, 
1877. In 1878 his lordship pub¬ 
lished <s Notes on some Passages in 
the Liturgical History of the Ec- 
f ormed English Church; ” and iu 
188G he published ff A Defence of 
the Church of England against 
Disestablishment.” 

SELLAR, Alexander Craig, son of 
the late Patrick Sellar, Esq,, of 
Westfield, Morayshire, was born at 
Morvich, Sutherlandshire, in 1833, 
and educated at Bugby, and Balliol 
College, Oxford, whore he gra¬ 
duated with first-class in classics 
in 1858. He was called to tho 
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Scottish Bar in 18G2, and was ap¬ 
pointed Assistant-Commissioner to 
the Education (Scotland) Commis¬ 
sion in 18G1; was Legal Secretary 
to the Lord Advocate of Scotland 
from 1870 to 1874; served in the 
Parliamentary Commission to in¬ 
quire into the operation of the 
Truck Acts, 1870, and in the Royal 
Commission on Endowed Institu¬ 
tions (Scotland), 1873. lie unsuc¬ 
cessfully contested Devonport in 
1880, and in 1832 was elected 
Liberal member for Haddington 
District, and now represents the 
Parti ck division of Lanarkshire. 
On the Home Buie quostion Mr. 
Sellar separated from Mr. Glad¬ 
stone, and became one of the most 
active of the Liberal Unionists. 
In spite of this, however, he was 
re-eloeted by his constituents at 
the general election of 1836. 

SELLAB, William Young, LL.D., 
older brother of the preceding, was 
bora in Sutherlandshire in 1825, 
and educated at the Edinburgh 
Academy, Glasgow University, and 
Balliol College, Oxford. Alter 
leaving Oxford he was for a year 
University tutor at Durham. In 
1851 ho acted as assistant to the 
Professor of Humanity in Glasgow, 
and in 1855 went to Sb. Andrew’s 
to act in a similar capacity to the 
Professor of Greek, to whose Chair 
he succeeded six years later. In 
1863 he was transferred to the 
Chair of Humanity in the Univer¬ 
sity of Edinburgh. Professor Sel¬ 
lar has published "Roman Poets 
of the Republic,” 1863, and "Bo- 
man Pouts of the Augustan Age,” 
1877. He has also contributed 
articles on Latin literature to the 
"Encyclopedia Britannica,” and 
articles and essays on various 
subjects to different periodicals. 

SELWYN, The Bight Rev. John 
Richardson, Bishop of Melanesia, 
son of the late Dr. George Augus¬ 
tus Selwyn, Bishop of Lichfield, 
born in 1815, was educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge (B.A. 
186G, M.A, 1870). He was Curate 


of St. Alrowas, Staffordshire, 1869- 
70; of St. George, Wolverhampton, 
1870-71; and Vicar of the last' 
named parish, 1871-72. He entered 
on the Melanesian mission in 1872, 
and in Feb. 1877, became successor 
to Bishop Patteson, the first Bishop 
of Melanesia, who was consecrated 
in 18G1, and murdered in 1871. 

SEMBRI0H, Marcella, distin- 
uished vocalist, was bora at Lom- 
org, Austria, February 15, 1858, 
and for some years studied the 
piano and violin under the bust 
masters, with the idea of being 
a professional. While receiving 
piano lessons from Liszt at Vienna, 
it was discovered that she had a 
splendid voice, and she was at once 
sent to Milan to study singing. 
She made her dihut as an opera 
singer at Athens in " I Puritan!,” 
1877* and then returned to Vienna 
for further study'; she then ap¬ 
peared sib Dresden, and remained 
at the Royal Opera House till 1880. 
She soon became a great favourite 
in the characters of " Zerlina,” " Su¬ 
sanna,” "Constance,” “Martha,” 
“ Lucia,” etc. In 1880 she made 
her first appearance in London. 
Mile. Sembrich has sung in all the 
rincipal cities of Europe, and has 
een everywhere received with the 
greatest enthusiasm. In 1883-4 she 
was a member of Mr. Abbey’s 
Italian Opera Company at New 
York, where she created a great 
sensation by the compass of her 
voice and the brilliance of her 
execution. 

SENIOR, William, journalist and 
author (" Bedspinner ”), is the 
angling editor of the Field, and 
member of the Councils of the 
National Fish Culture Association 
and National Society for the Pre¬ 
vention of River Pollution. In 
1873 he published "Notable Ship¬ 
wrecks,” which has passed through 
several editions. This was followed 
in 1875 by "WatersideSketches;” 
in 1877 by "By Stream and Sea;” 
in 1878 by " Anderton’s Angling,” 
a novelette; in 1880 by "Travel 
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and Trout in the Antipodesand 
in 1883 by. “ Angling in Great 
Britain/ 3 being one of the hand¬ 
books issued in connection with 
the Great International Fisheries 
Exhibition. Hr. Senior is a regu¬ 
lar contributor to periodical litera¬ 
ture. In 1875 ho accepted a 
Government appointment as editor 
of the Queensland f ‘ Hansard/ 3 and 
proceeded to that colony to start 
an official daily report of the Par¬ 
liamentary debates. This publica¬ 
tion, the first of the kind ever 
issued in the Colonies, having boen 
most successfully established, he 
returned, after five years 3 residence 
in Queensland, to England, and 
rejoined the special correspondent 
staff of the Daily News. Ho has 
lately published "The Golden 
Flpod/ 3 Grant’s Christmas number. 

SERVER PASHA, a Turkish 
statesman, commenced his official 
career in the Imperial Divan, and 
after filling the post of chief of the 
correspondence department in the 
Ministry of War, was appointed 
First Secretary of the Ottoman 
Embassy at Vienna ; thou in the 
same capacity at Paris; and when 
the Sultan sent Meliemet Kubrisli 
Pasha to St. Petersburg as Am¬ 
bassador upon the coronation of 
the Emperor Alexander, Server 
Effendi was chosen as principal 
secretary. After the return of 
the Ambassador to Constantinople, 
Server Effendi remained in Russia 
as Chaa*g<$ d’Affaires, and by his 
ability and tact succeeded in es¬ 
tablishing the most friendly rela¬ 
tions between the Cabinet of St. 
Petersburg and the Sublime Porto. 
On his return to Constantinople, 
he was appointed Secretary-General 
of the Ministry for Foreign Affairs, 
In 1859 he was Imperial Ottoman 
Delegate on the commission for 
settling the frontier of Montenegro. 
After this he was successively ap¬ 
pointed TJnder-Seoretary of State 
of the Ministry of Commerce; then 
President of the Municipality; 
Imperial Commissioner in Egypt in 


reference to the Suez Canal j and 
Civil Commissioner in Crete during 
the insurrection of 1867, The im¬ 
provements carried out by him 
during his tenure of office as Mayor 
of Constantinople, 1868-70, caused 
him to he styled tho ff Hau&smann 
of Stamboul. 33 On Aug. 31, 1870, 
lie was appointed Musteschar of the 
Ministry for Foreign Affairs, and 
during the three months’ illness of 
A’ali Pasha was Minister adinlerim. 
On the death ot A 3 ali Pasha, Sept. 
6,1871, Server Effendi was created 
a Muchir by the Sultan, and de¬ 
finitively appointed Minister for 
Foreign Affairs. Sever Pashax>os- 
sessed in an eminent degree all the 
qualifications necessary for this 
high post—experience in its special 
duties, a very conciliatory manner, 
a European education, and great 
popularity with the diplomatic body. 
Server Pasha subsequently became, 
in succession. Minister of Public 
Works, Commissary - General for 
carrying out the reforms in Bosnia, 
Governor-General of Herzegovina, 
and President of the first Ottoman 
Senate. He was recalled to tho 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, in the 
place of Aarifi Pasha, July 31,1877. 
He resigned in Feb. 1878, in conse¬ 
quence of the publication of state¬ 
ments which had been made by 
him to the correspondent of tho 
Daily News, and which had been 
declared by Mr. Layard, our Am¬ 
bassador at the Porte, to be in¬ 
jurious to Great Britain, On Aug, 
4 in tho same year. Server Pasha 
succeeded Mahmoud Pasha os 
Minister of Justice. 

SEWELL, Elizabeth Missing, 
sister of tho Rev. William Sewell, 
was born in the Isle of Wight in 
1813. She became known as a 
writer of High Church fiction by 
her u Amy Herbert/ 3 1844. It was 
followed by "Gertrude, a Tale/ 3 
and '* Sketches, three Tales/ 3 1817 j 
" Child's History of Rome, 33 1849 ; 
" Readings for Lent, from Bishop 
Taylor/ 3 1851; " Experience of 
Life/ 3 <f First History of Greece/ 3

and" Journal of a Summer Tom? on 
the Continent,” 1852 ; " Katherine 
Ashton, a Tale,” 1854 ; "Ivors,”

"Clove Hall, a Tale,” "Earl's 
Daughter, a Tale,” and "Margaret 
Percival, a Tale,” 1858; "Self-

ern "French Authors,” 1RG1 j " Dic¬ 
tation Exercises,” "G-limpses of 
the World,” "Impressions of Rome, 
Florence, and Turin,” and "Read¬ 
ings for a Month preparatory to 
Confirmation,” 1862; "Grammar 
made Easy,” 1872; and "Catechism 
of Grecian History,” 1874; " Some 
Questions of the Day,” 1875;

SHAW, Captain Eyre Maaaey, 
C.B., son of the late Bernard Robert 
Shaw, Esq,, of Monkstown, co. 
Cork, was bom in 1830, and edu¬ 
cated at Dr. Coglilan’s School, 
Queenstown, and at Trinity Col¬ 
lege, Dublin, where he took his 
B.A. and M.A. degrees. He en¬ 
tered the army, hut retired in 1860, 
and became Superintendent of the 
Borough Forces of Belfast, includ¬ 
ing Police and Fire Brigade. On 
the death of Mr. Braidwood in 
1861,he was appointed Chief Officer 
of the Metropolitan Fire Brigade, 
which, from behm originally sup¬ 
ported by the Insurance Com¬ 
panies, was taken in charge by the 
Metropolitan Board of Works, and I 
under Captain Shaw’s able guid¬ 
ance has become the most efficient 
brigade in the world. Captain 
Shaw was in 1879 made C.B., and 
has published various books con¬ 
nected with Fires and Fire Protec¬ 
tion, besides Annual Reports on 
the work of the Brigade. 

SHAW, Biohard N orman, R.A,— 
who, more than any other archi¬ 


tect,^ responsible for the recent vast 
improvements in English domestic 
architecture—was born at Edin¬ 
burgh in 1831, and passed the first 
seven years of his professional life 
in the office of the late Mr. William 
Burn. During this time lie worked 
as a student at the Royal Academy, 
gaming the silver medal and a spe¬ 
cial prize of books in 1852. In 1853 
he gained the gold medal, and in 
1851 was elected the travelling 
student for two years. On his 
return he published "Architectural 
Sketches from the Continent.” 
Subsequently ho was with Mr, 
George Edmund Street for nearly 
four years, and in 1862 began to 
ractise on his own account. His 
rst work of any importance was 
Leyes Wood in Sussex, erected 
about 1868. This was followed by 
Preen Manor, a large house in 
Shropshire (plan exhibited in 1870); 
and Cray side, Northumberland, 
for Sir W. G. Armstrong (ex¬ 
hibited in 1872). Mr. Shaw did a 
great deal of work for him from 
1362 to 1874, Lowther Lodge, and 
a red brick house for Mr. J. P. 
Heseltine in Queen’s Gate, were 
executed about the same time. 
Among his other works are Plerre- 
pont, near Famham; Adcote, near 
Shrewsbury, perhaps the best of 
his works; Greenham Lodge, near 
Newbury; a large house called 
" Flete,” near Ivybridge; and tho 
"Albert Hall Mansions,” a great 
block of buildings near the Albert 
Hall. Mr. Shaw has also built 
seven large houses on the Chelsea 
Embankment, including " Cheyne 
House,” "Old Swan House,” and 
"The Clock House j” and some 
houses in Cadogan Square. In the 
City he has built "New Zealand 
Chambers ” in 1872 j Messrs. Mar¬ 
tin's Bank in 1877; and a large 
addition to Messrs. Boring Brothers’ 
offices in 1880. He was afterwards 
engaged in building an elaborate 
brick building for the Alliance As¬ 
surance Company, at the comer of 
Pall Mall and St, James’s Street. 
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The " artistic colony” at Bedford 
Park, Chiswick, was also built from 
his designs. Mr. Shaw was elected 
an Associate of the Eoyal Academy 
in 1872, and a full member in 
1878. 

S H E D D, William Greenough 
Thayer, D.D., LL.D., was bom at 
Acton .Massachusetts, June 21,1820. 
He graduated at the University of 
Vormont in 1839, and at Andover 
Theological Seminary in 1818. He 
was pastor of the Congregational 
Church in Brandon, Vermont, 1844- 
45 j Professor of English Literature 
in the University of Vermont, 
1845-52 ; Professor of Sacred Rho- 
toric and Pastoral Theology in 
the Andover Theoiogical Seminary, 
1862-53 j Professor of Ecclesiastical 
History and Lecturer on Pastoral 
Theology in the same place, 1853- 
62; pastor of the Presbyterian 
Brick Chinch in Hew York, 1862- 
68 ; and Professor of Biblical Liter¬ 
ature in tho Union Theological 
Seminary, Hew York, 18G3-74, when 
he was transferred to the Chair of 
Systematic Theology which he still 
holds. He has published a" Trans¬ 
lation of Theremin’s Rhetoric,” 
1850 j " Coleridge’s Works with 
Introductory Essay/’ 7 vols.,1853; 
a “Translation of Guericke’s Church 
History,” 2 vols., 1857,1863 ; "Au¬ 
gustine’s Confessions with Intro¬ 
ductory Essay,” I860 j « History 
of Christian Doctrine,” 2 vols,, 
1863} " Homilitics and Pastoral 
Theology,” 1867; ,c Sermons to tho 
Natural Man,” 1870; "Theological 
Essays,” 1877; " Literary Essays,” 
1878 ; " Commentary on St. Paul’s 
Epistle to the Eomans,” 1879; 
"Sermons to tho Spiritual Man,” 
1884; and "Doctrine of Endless 
Punishment,” 1886. 

SHEPSTONE, Sir Theophilus, 
K.O.M.G,, was appointed, in Jan. 
1836, head-quarters interpreter of 
the Kaffir language at the Cape of 
Good Hope, and served on the staff 
during the Kaffir war of that year. 
He was also employed in various 
services on the frontier of the Cape 


Colony; was appointed Cajptain-in- 
Chief of the native forces in Natal 
in 1848; Judicial Assessor at Natal 
in 1855; Secretary for Native 
AffairB in 1850; member of the 
Executive and Legislative Councils 
of that colony the same year; pro¬ 
ceeded on a special mission in 1873 
to crown the King of Zululand; 
returned to England in Aug. 1S74; 
and proceeded once more to Natal 
in Sept. 1876 to conduct negotia¬ 
tions between tho Transvaal States 
and the ZultiB, which resulted in 
his annexing the country of the 
TranBvaaHo the British Crown by 
proclamation, dated April 12, 1877. 
He was nominated a Commander 
of tho Order of SS. Michael and 
George in 1869, and a Knight Com¬ 
mander of the samo Order in 1876. 

SHERBROOKE (Viscount), The 
Bight Hon, Robert Lowe, son of the 
late Eov. Robert Lowe, rector of 
Bingham, Notts, by Ellen, daughter 
of the late Rev. Reginald Pyndar, 
rector of Machosfleld, Worcester¬ 
shire, was bom at Bingham in 1811, 
and educated at Winchester and at 
University College, Oxford, whero 
he graduated in high honours iu 
1833; was elected Fellow of Mag¬ 
dalen in 1834, and became a private 
tutor at Oxford. He was called to 
the bar by the Hon. Society of 
Lincoln’s Inn in Jan. 1842, went 
the same year to Australia, where 
he practised with much success as 
a barrister, and sat in the council 
of that colony from 18 J 3 to 1850; 
was afterwords elected member for 
Sydney, and returned to England 
in 1851. He was one of the joint- 
secretaries of tho Board of Control 
from Dec. 1852 tall Feb. 1855; was 
appointed Vice-President of the 
Board of Trade and Paymaster- 
General in Aug. 1856, retiring on 
the return of Lord Derby to power 
in 1858; was appointed Vice-Presi¬ 
dent of the Education Board in 
June, 1869, and resigned in April, 
1864. He has been a member of 
the Senate of the University of 
London since 1860, was returned 
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member for Kidderminster in July, 

1852, and represented that borough 
till April, 1859j when ho was elected 
for Caine. During tho sessions of 
1866 and 1867 Mr. Lowe was one of 
tho most strenuous opponents of 
the Reform Bill, and a collected 
edition of his speeches on the ques¬ 
tion appeared in 1867. In Dec. 
1868 he was elected the first repre¬ 
sentative in the House of Commons 
of the University of London, and 
in the same month, on the forma¬ 
tion of Mr. Gladstone's adminis¬ 
tration, he was appointed Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer and a 
member of the Council on Edu¬ 
cation. He resigned the Chancel¬ 
lorship of the Exchequer in Aug. 
1873, and was appointed to succeed 
Mr. Bruce at the Homo Office. At 
the same time Mr. Gladstone as¬ 
sumed the Chancellorship of the 
Exchequer, in addition to his office 
of Eirst Lord of the Treasury. 
Mr. Lowe of course went out of 
office with his party in Feb. 1874 
On the return of the Liberals to 
office, in May, 1880, he was raised 
to the peerage by the title of 
Yiscount Sherbrooke. He was 
created honorary LL.D, of Edin¬ 
burgh in 18G7, and honorary D.C.L. 
of Oxford in 1870, He married, in 
1836, Georgiana, second daughter 
of Mr. George Orred, of Aigburth 
House, Liverpool. Ha published, 
in 1884, a volume of poems, mostly 
written in early life. 

SHERIDAN, Gen. Philip Henry, 
was horn in Somerset,Ohio,Mareh 6, 
1831. He graduated at the Mili¬ 
tary Academy at West Point in 

1853, and served on frontier duty 
in Texas for nearly two years, and 
in Oregon from 1855 to 1861. On 
the outbreak of the civil war he 
was appointed Quartermaster of 
the Army of South-Western Mis¬ 
souri, and in April, 1862, Chief 
Quartermaster of the Western De¬ 
partment. In May, 1862, he was 
appointed Colonel of the 2nd 
Michigan Volunteer Cavalry, was 
commissioned Brig.-Goneral of Vo¬ 


lunteers, July 1, 1862, and, after a 
brief period, was put in command 
of the 11th Division of the Army 
of Ohio. He commanded a division 
in the Army of the Cumberland j 
and, at the battle of Stone River, 
Dec. 31, 1862, Baved the army from 
rout by his stubborn resistance. 
For his gallant conduct he was 
promoted to be Major-General of 
Volunteers. In April, 1864 he was 
called to the Army of the Potomac 
bv General Grant, put in command 
or the Cavalry Corps, and within 
the months of May, June, and July, 
besides protecting the flanks of the 
army and reconnoitring the enemy’s 
position, was successfully engaged 
in eighteen distinct actions. On 
the 4th of Aug, 1864 he was put 
in command of the Army of the 
Shenandoah, and soon after of the 
Middle Military Division, where he 
gained several successes over Gene¬ 
ral Early, for which he was made a 
Brig.-G.eneral of the United States 
army, and in Nov. following was 
made Major-General. He joined 
General Grant’s Army at City 
Point, whence he started, March 
25, 1865, to strike the final blow 
for the overthrow of General 
Lee’s Army of Northern Virginia. 
He fought the battle of Dinwiddie 
Court House, March 31, and that 
of Five Forks, which necessitated 
Lee’s evacuation of Richmond and 
Petersburg, April 1, and as the 
Army of Northern Virginia fled, he 
constantly attacked and harassed 
them, and compelled their surren¬ 
der at Appomattox Court House, 
April 9, 1865. Ho was assigned to 
the command of the Military Divi¬ 
sion of the South-west, June 3, and 
of that of the Gulf, June 17,1865. 
Under a new reorganization of the 
Military Districts andDepartments, 
he was assigned to the Department 
of the Gulf, Aug. 15, 1866, and in 
March, 1867, to the fifth Military 
District (Louisiana and Texas). 
President Johnson being displeased 
with his administration, transferred 
him, Sept. 12,1807, to the Depart- 
3 o 2 
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ment of the Missouri, where he 
continued until March, 1809, when, 
by the promotion of Sherman, ho 
became Lieutenant-General, and 
assumed command of Western and 
South-western Military Divisions, 
with his head-quarters at Chicago. 
On the retirement of Gen, Shermau 
(Feb. 1884) Gen. Sheridan suc¬ 
ceeded to the command of the 
Army, with head - quarters at 
Washington. 

SHERMAN, John, brother of Gen. 
W. T. Sherman, was born at Lan¬ 
caster, Ohio, May 10, 1823, He 
received an academic education, 
studied law, and began its practice 
in 1844. He was a delegate to the 
National Whig Conventions of 3 818 
and 1852 j and a Member of Con¬ 
gress from 1855 to 1801. In 1861 
he was elected to the U. S, Senate 
and re-elected in 1866 and 1872. 
On the accession to the presidency 
of Mr. Hayes in 1877, Senator 
Sherman was appointed Secretary 
of the Treasury, a position retained 
by him until the close of President 
Hayes* administration in 1881, 
when ho re-entered tho Senate, of 
which he is still a member, his 
present term expiring in 1893. It 
was due to his management while 
at the head of the Treasury that 
the resumption of specie payments 
(in 1879) was effected without dis¬ 
turbance to the financial or com¬ 
mercial interests of the country. 
Senator Sherman was a prominent 
candidate for the Republican pre¬ 
sidential nomination in 1880 and 
in 1884, and is now the presiding 
officer of the Senate. He published 
in 1879 a volume of his Selected 
Speeches and Reports on Finance 
and Taxation/* 1859-1878. 

SHERMAN, Gen, William Tecum- 
fleh, was bom at Lancaster, Ohio, 
Feb. 18,1820. He graduated at the 
Military Academy at West Point 
in 1810, served in the Florida 
War, in the war with Mexico, and 
elsewhere, until 1853, when he 
resigned his commission. During 
the next four years he was a banker 


in San Francisco; and for the suc¬ 
ceeding two years a lawyer at 
Leavenworth, Kansas. In 1859 he 
was appointed Superintendent of 
the Louisiana Military Academy, 
but resigned in Jan. 1861, when 
the State seceded from the Union. 
When the civil war broke out, he 
was commissioned as Colonel of a 
regiment of infantry, and com¬ 
manded a brigade of volunteers at 
the Battle of Bull Run, and was 
made Brigadier-General of Volun¬ 
teers. He received his commission 
as Brigadier-General in the regular 
army in July, 1863. In Oct. 1863, 
he succeeded General Grant as 
commander of the deportment of 
the Tennessee. In March, 1801, 
when Grant was made Lieutenant- 
General, Sherman succeeded him 
as commander of the military divi¬ 
sion of the Mississippi, and organ¬ 
ized an effective army of 100,000 
men to operate against Gen. J. E. 
Johnston. On May 2,1804, simul¬ 
taneously with the advance of 
Gen. Grant in the East, Sherman 
entered on the invasion of Georgia, 
and after a number of battles, re¬ 
ceived the capitulation of Atlanta, 
Sept. 2, 1864. On Nov. 14, having 
sent about two-fifths of his force, 
under General Thomas, to repel 
Goneral Hood's movement in Ten¬ 
nessee, he marched southward to 
the sea, with a force of 00,000 men, 
in loss than a month passing over 
about 300 miles with his army, 
without any resistance, till he 
reached Fort McAllister, below 
Savannah, which he captured after 
a briof action Dec. 13, Savannah 
surrendering Dec. 23, 1804. He 
fought two battles in North Caro¬ 
lina, March 10 and 20-21, 1805, 
occupied Goldsboro*, March 22, 
captured Raleigh, April 33, and 
received General Johnston's sur¬ 
render, April 26, 1865, upon the 
same terms as had been accorded 
to the army under General Lee. 
The surrender virtually included 
all the Confederate forces in the 
field, and brought the war of 
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secession to a close. General 
Sherman had been made a Major- 
General in the United States Army, 
Aug. 12,1804, for his Atlanta cam¬ 
paign, and after the close of the 
war continued in command of the 
Military Division of the Missis¬ 
sippi for more than a year. On July 

25, I860, General Grant having 
been promoted to be General of the 
Army, General Sherman -was ad¬ 
vanced to be Lieutenant-General 
and assigned to the command of 
the Military Division of the Missis¬ 
sippi. On the accession of Gen. 
Grant to the Presidency, March, 
1869, Sherman was made General 
of the Army. In 1871 and 1872 he 
travelled in Europe and the East, 
and returning to America made his 
head-quarters at Wasliingfcon. In 
IS7-1 he removed them to St. Louis, 
but they were afterwards once more 
at Washington. The obligatory 
retirement of General Sherman 
from the command of the Army 
(on account of age), toot place on 
Feb. 8,1884, and he has since re¬ 
sided at St. Louis. He has pub¬ 
lished a full "Narrative of his 
Military Operations/ 1 1870. 

SHIPLEY, Or by, M.A., was bora 
July 1, 1832, at Twyford House, 
in the county of Southampton, and 
educated at Jesus College, Cam¬ 
bridge. For twenty-three years 
he worked as a olergyinan of the 
Church of England ; and on Oct. 

26, 1878, was received into the 
Roman Catholic Church. He was 
the editor, prior to 1878, of many 
ascetic and devotional works, trans¬ 
lated from Catholic sources; of 
three volumes of religious poetry 
from all sources, "Lyra Eucharis- 
tica," "Messianiea,” and "Mys- 
tica;" and of several volumes of 
essays, by varioxis authors, " The 
Church and the World/* " TraetB 
for the Day," " Ecclesiastical 
Reform," " Studies in Modern 
Problems," He is the author of 
some tracts, pamphlets, theological 
books and sermons; and an occa¬ 
sional contributor to periodic litera¬ 


ture—amongst other reviews, to 
the Nineteenth Century, Fortnightly, 
Contemporary and Dublin Reviews, 
As a Roman Catholic, he edited 
" Annus Sanctus," hymns of the 
Church for the Ecclesiastical year; 
and has contributed to Roman 
Catholic newspapers various series 
of letters on the Anglican contro¬ 
versy, and on the question of Self- 
Government for Ireland. 

SHORE, The Rev. Thomas Teign- 
mouth, M.A., bora at Dublin in 
1841, was educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he gradu¬ 
ated in 1861, having obtained dis¬ 
tinguished honours in English 
composition and in divinity, and 
he afterwards proceeded to the 
degree of M.A. (c omitatis causA) at 
Oxford. He was ordained in 1865 
by the Bishop of London (Dr. Tait), 
and having held successively the 
curacies of Chelsea and of Kensing¬ 
ton, and been for two years incum¬ 
bent of St. Mildred's Lee, he was 
appointed in 1873 to the incum¬ 
bency of Berkeley Chapel, Mayfair, 
which he still holds, and of which 
the special feature is the children's 
service, always largely attended. 
He * has published two volumes, 
entitled " Some Difficulties of 
Belief," and "The Life of the 
World to Come," and a volume 
of sermons to children," St. George 
for England," and he is one of the 
contributors selected by the Bishop 
of Gloucester and Bristol for his 
lordship*a New Testament Com¬ 
mentary. He has also edited a 
series of volumes, entitled " Helps 
to Belief," and written the one on 
"Prayer” in that series. Mr. 
Shore was appointed one of Her 
Majesty's chaplains in July, 1878, 
in succession to Dr. Maclagan, 
Bishop of Lichfield. 

SHoRTHOTJSE, John Henry, was 
born in 1834, in Great Charles 
Street, Birmingham, and educated 
at private schools. He is the 
author of the celebrated romance 
" John Inglesant," which was first 
privately printed and afterwards 
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published in 1881, and excited a 

f reat amount of interest; “The 
latonism of Wordsworth/' 1881; 
the preface to Georgo Herbert’s 
“Temple/ 3 1882, a prefacoto “ The 
Spiritual Guide ” of Miguel Moli- 
nos, 1883, and " The Little School¬ 
master, Mark, a Spiritual Ro¬ 
mance/’ 1885. His latest work is 
ff Sir Percival/’ published in Oct. 
1886. 

SIDGWICK, Henry, M.A., born 
at Skipton iu Yorkshire, in 1838, 
was educated at Rugby and Trinity 
College, Cambridge. He was Fel¬ 
low of Trinity College from 1850 
to 1809; and Lecturer of Trinity 
College from 1859 to 1875, when he 
was appointed Prselector of Moral 
and Political Philosophy, He was 
elected an honorary Fellow of 
Trinity College, April 1G, 1881; 
and was appointed Knightbridge 
Professor of Moral Philosophy in 
1883. Mr. Sidgwick is the author of 
works on " The Methods of Ethics/’ 
and on the “ Principles of Political 
Economy/ 3 and of several articlus 
on philosophical and literary sub¬ 
jects. He took a prominent part 
m the promotion of the Higher 
Education of Women at Cambridge, 
especially in tho foundation and 
management of Hewnham College. 

SIKES, Sir Charles William, 
born in 1818, is the second son of 
the late Mr. Shakespear Garrick 
Sikes, banker, of Huddersfield, by 
Hannah, daughter of Mr. John 
Hurst, also of Huddersfield. In 
1833 he entered the service of the 
Huddersfield Banking Company, 
the second joint-stock bank that 
had been established in England. 
In 1837 Mr. Sikes became one of 
the cashiers of the company, and, 
in 1882, its managing director. In 
1850 he addressed a letter to the 
Leeds Mercim/, in which he recom¬ 
mended the formation of Penny 
Savings Bonks in connection with 
mechanics’ and s imila r institutes. 
The Committee of the Yorkshire 
Union of Mechanics’ Institutes gave 
their cordial sanction to the scheme 


Bet forth, and Penny Banks were 
soon established in connection with 
nearly every mechanics’ institute 
in Yorkshire. In 1854 Mr. Sikes 
published a pamphlet entitled 
“ Good Times; or, the Savings 
Banks and the Fireside/’ and the 
success which it met with induced 
him to give his attention to the 
subjoctof savings banks generally. 
Ho next proceeded to consider the 
question of Post Office Savings 
Banks. His plans were submitted 
to Sir Rowland Hill, and in duo 
course brought under the notice 
of Mr. Gladstone, who afterwards 
carried the Bill through Parlia¬ 
ment for the establishment of Post 
Office Savings Banks throughout 
the country. In 1881 the honour 
of knighthood was conferred on 
Mr. SikeB ,r in recognition of the 
important part taken by him in 
introducing the system of Post 
Office Savings Banka now so widely 
and so beneficially in operation.” 

SIMEONI, His Emmenoe Gio¬ 
vanni, an Italian Cardinal, was 
born at Paliano, in the diocese of 
Palestrina, July 23, I8IG, and hav¬ 
ing been ordained priest, he was, 
on account of Mb solid learning, 
employed in offices of considerable 
importance. In 1847 he was Auditor 
of the nunciature of Madrid. After 
some yearB we find him in Rome, 
Prefect of Studies in the Pontifical 
Lyceum of the Roman Seminary 
and Protonotary Apostolic parted- 
pante. For many years he was 
Secretary of the Congregation of 
the Propaganda, and as Consultor 
he belongs to the Holy Roman and 
Universal Inquisition, to the Pro¬ 
paganda for affairs of tho Oriental 
Rite, to the Council for the Re¬ 
vision of Provincial Councils and 
for Extraordinary Ecclesiastical 
Affairs. When the (Ecumenical 
Council of the Vatican was called. 
Mgr. Simeoni was one of tho Con- 
suitors for the Commission of Ori¬ 
ental Churches and Missions and 
for Ecclesiastical Discipline. The 
diplomatic relations between the 
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Holy Soe and the Court of Spain 
having been re-established in 1875 
his Holiness Pius IX. sent Mgr, 
Simeoui as Nuncio to Madrid, 
having just precognized him Arch¬ 
bishop of Chalcedonia. On Mar oh 
15, 1875j Pius IX. created him Car¬ 
dinal, reserving him in petio , and 
Sept. 17 the same year he published 
him in Consistory, Mgr. Simconi, 
having been created Cardinal, re¬ 
mained in the nunciature at Madrid 
in the quality of pro-nuncio, and 
on the death of Cardinal Antonelli, 
in 1876, ho -was appointed Secretary 
of State to his Holiness Pius IX. 
—an office which ho retained until 
the death of that Pontiff—and 
Prefect of the Sacred Apostolic 
Palaces and the Sacred Laurefcan 
Congregation. He was succeeded 
as Secretary of State by Cardinal 
Franchi in March, 1878, when Pope 
Leo XIII. appointed Cardinal 
Simeoni Prefect of the Propaganda. 

SIMMONS, General SiT John Lin- 
torn, <3-.C.B., son of Captain Thomas 
Frederick Simmons, K.A.,was born 
at Langford, Somerset in 1821, 
and educated at Elizabeth College, 
Guernsey, and at the Military Aca- . 
demy, Woolwich, He entered the 
Royal Engineers in 1837, and after 
serving for several years in North 
America was appointed Inspector 
of Railways, Dec. 1846, and in 1860 
Secretary to the Railway Commis¬ 
sioners. Upon the dissolution of 
that Commission he was transferred ' 
to the Board of Trade as Secretary ] 
to the Railway Department. In 
1853, being in Turkey, he was 
specially employed by the late Vis¬ 
count Stratford de Redcliffo on 
several important missions, and 
became Her Majesty's Commis¬ 
sioner with the Turkish Army 
under the command of Omar Pasha, 
in which position he served on the 
Danube. In Dec. 1854, he went to 
the Crimea to concert with the 
allied Commanders-in-Chief. He 
took part in the Battle of Eu- 
patoria, in the Siege of Sebastopol, 
and was present at the forced pas¬ 


sage of the Ingnr, where he com¬ 
manded the division which crossed 
the river and turned the enemy's 
position, capturing his works and 
guns. He was the British Commis¬ 
sioner for the regulation of the 
Turco-Russian Boundary in Asia, 
in 1857; Consul-General at War¬ 
saw from 1858 to 1860; and ap- 
| pointed Lieutenant-Governor of 
the Royal Military Academy, Wool¬ 
wich, March 18,18G9, and Governor 
the succeeding year, which appoint¬ 
ment he held till June, 1875. He 
was attached to the Special Em¬ 
bassy during the Congress at Ber¬ 
lin, and was appointed to assist 
Lord Ampthill at the Conference at 
Berlin on the Greek Frontier 
Question. He has received the 
Crimean Medal and Clasp, the 
Turkish Gold Medal for the Danu- 
bian Campaign, a Sword of Honour 
from the Turkish Government, the 
Third Class of the Order of the 
Medjidie, and the Fourth Class of 
the Legion of Honour. He was 
made C.B. in 1855 ; X.C.B. in 1869; 
G.C.B, in 1878. He is now Gover¬ 
nor of Malta, to which post he was 
appointed April 19, 1SS4. 

SIMMONS, William Henry, 
engraver, was born in London, 
June 11,1811. While a pupil with 
Messrs. Finden he obtained the 
large silver medal of the Society 
of Arts in 1833, for a finished en¬ 
graving from an original design. 
His principal works are : " The 
Impending Mate Mated,” after F. 
Stone ; " The Proscribed Royalist,” 
and “Rosalind and Celia/' after 
Millais j u The Light of the World,” 
after Holman Sunt ; " Broken 
Vows,” after Calderon j f< First and 
Second Class,” "The Verdict and 
Acquittal,” and others, after A. 
Solomon; f< Noah's Sacrifice,” after 
Maclise; " Mors Janua Vits/* after 
Patou; “Luff, Boy,” after Hook; 
"The Back Woods,” "His Only 
Pair,” "Daddy’s Coming,” "The 
Last of the Clan,” "The Poor 
Man's Friend,” and many others, 
after Faedi "Both Puzzled,” after. 
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Erskine Nicolj and "The Marriage 
of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales,” after Frith 5 " The Queen 
in the Highlands / 1 after Landseer; 
" A wee bit Fractious/' after Paed; 
"The Sick Monkey,” after Land¬ 
seer i "Steady Johnny,” " Sabbath 
Day,” after Nichol, 

SIMON, John, C.B., P.R.S.,born 
in lSIGjbccame an Honorary Pellow 
of the Royal College of Surgeons in 
1844 j Medical Officer of the Privy 
Council, Surgeon to St. Thomas's 
Hospital, and. was the first ap¬ 
pointed Officer of Health to the 
City of London. He was also for 
some time Medical Adviser to the 
Privy Council. He is the author 
of several papers on Physiology, 
Pathology, and Surgery, and of 
reports and other official papers re¬ 
lating to the sanitary state of the 
people of England. The University 
of Munich, at its 400th anniversary 
in 1872, conferred upon him the 
honorary diploma of Doctor of 
Medicine "propter prnjclarissima 
de sanitate publicd tuendd atque 
augenda merit a.” He was nomi¬ 
nated a Companion of the Bath in 
May, 1876. The University of 
Edinburgh conferred on him the 
honorary degree of LL.D, in 1882. 

SIMON, Jules, a French Btates- 
inan,was h orn at Lorient (Morbihan) 
Dec. 31,1814, The name given to 
him by his parents was Jules Fran¬ 
cois Simon Suisse, but he ndopted 
the name of Simon, and bas never 
been known by any other. He 
studied first at the little collego 
in Lorient, and at another similar 
ore at Vannes, after which he en¬ 
tered, as an assistant teacher, the 
Lyctfe at Rennes. He remained at 
the Normal Sohool for some time, 
was received as Pellow of Philo¬ 
sophy in 1835, and professed that 
scionco successively at Caen and 
Versailles, At the latter place ho 
achieved a brilliant success. Victor 
Cousin, whose earnest disciple he 
was, called him to Pans, and se¬ 
cured for him a chavgo at the Nor¬ 
mal School in that city. For a 


time he was a supplementary lec¬ 
turer on the History of Philosophy, 
but a year after his arrival in Paris 
he became the principal lecturer. 
In 1839 ho succeeded M, Cousin, at 
the request of the latter, in the 
philosophy course, and for twelve 
years had a brilliant career as one 
of the most promising University 
men in France. In 1846 he was 
made a Knight of the Legion of 
Honour. The next year ho pre¬ 
sented himself to the electors of 
Lannion (Ctitcs-du-Nord) as the 
candidate of the Constitutional 
Left, but ho was defeated. In Dec. 
1847, he founded at Paris, in con¬ 
junction with his University col- 
lcaguo, M. Amddee Jacques, a 
political and philosophical review 
called La Libcrtd de Penser. M. 
Simon edited the political depart¬ 
ment of this publication. After the 
revolution of Peb. 1848, he was 
elected to the Constituent Assembly 
from the department of the C 6 tes- 
du-Nord. Ho classed himself with 
tho Moderate Left in the Assembly, 
and was appointed a member of 
the committee on the organisation 
of labour. In March, 1849, he was 
elected a member of the Council of 
State, and he resigned his seat as 
representative (April) ; but on the 
reconstitution, on the 29th of June, 
by the Legislative Assembly, of tho 
first half of that Council, he was 
not retained on it, and consequently 
he found himself removed from 
public life. After the coup d’dtat, 
M. Simon's course of lectures on 
philosophy at the Sorbonno was 
suspended, and as he refused to 
take the oath of allegiance to the 
Empire, it was assumed that he liad 
resigned his professor ship. In 1803 
he was sent to the Corps Legislate 
from the 8 th circonscription of the 
Seino. He was returned by that 
circonscription and also by the 2 nd 
circonscription of the Gironde in 
1869, when he elected to represent 
the latter constituency. M. Simon 
toon became the chief of the Re¬ 
publican party. He ranked high 
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as an orator, and in the discussions 
on treaties of commerce he proved 
himself to be an able political eco¬ 
nomist and an earnest advocate of 
Free Trade. On the formation of 
the Government of National De¬ 
fence he took the post of Minister 
of Public Instruction, Public Wor¬ 
ship, and Fine Arts. After the 
armistice he was sent to Bordeaux 
to see that the decrees relating* to 
the elections were carried out in 
their integrity, and not with the 
modifications introduced by M. 
Uambctta. At the elections of 
Feb. 8,1871, M. Simon's candida¬ 
ture failed at Paris, but he was re- 
electod a representative of the 
department of the Marne in the 
National Assembly. He classed 
himself among the members of the 
Left, and was chosen by M. Thiers 
to take, in the Cabinet of Concilia¬ 
tion formed Feb. 19,1871, the port¬ 
folio of Public Instruction. He 
held it till May, 1873, when he 
resumed his seat among the mem¬ 
bers of the Left, who made him 
their President. On Due. 10,1875, 
he was elected a Senator for Life. 
In Dec. 1876, M. Dufauro resigned, 
and a new Ministry had to be 
formed, which, according to con¬ 
stitutional principles, must rest 
upon a Parliamentary majority. 
The President sent for M. Jules 
Simon, who became Premier, hold¬ 
ing, with the Presidency of the 
Council, the portfolio of the In¬ 
terior. The cabinet lasted till 
Slay 16, 1877, when Marshal 
MacMahon sent M, Simon a letter 
which was, in fact, nothing less than 
a dismissal from office. M. Simon 
went immediately to the Marshal 
and tendered his resignation, which 
was accepted, M. Simon was elected 
a member of the French Academy 
in Nov. 1876, in the place of the 
Comte de IHiinusat, and was for¬ 
mally received into that learned 
body June 23, 1876. M, Jules 
Simon vigorously opposed the Bill 
introduced by M. Ferry in 1879 for 
the suppression of the uon-autlio- 


rized religious congregations. In 
April, 1880, the French Academy 
elected him a member of the new 
Supreme Educational Council, and 
on Nov. 11, 1882, he was elected 
permanent Secretary of the Aca¬ 
demy of Moral and Political Science, 
in the place of M. Mignet. Among 
his works are:—“Du Commentate 
de Proclus sur le TinuSe de Platon,” 
1839, one of his two theses for the 
degree of doctor j " Etude sur la 
Thtfodiede de Platon et d'Aristote,” 
1640 ; “ Histoire de PEcolc d # Alex¬ 
andria,” 2 vols., 1814-45, 2nd edit. 
1861; “Le Devoir” 1861; “La 
Religion Naturelle,” 1856 ; " La 
Liberia do Conscience,” 1859; “La 
Libert6,”2vols.,1859; “L'Ouvrifcre,” 
1863; “L 5 £cole,”1864; " Le Tra¬ 
vail,” 1866; “I/Ouvrier de huit 
ans,” 18G7; “ La Politique Radi¬ 
cals,” 1868; “La Peine de Mort,” 
1869; “ Lo Libre-lSehange,” 1870; 
“ Souvenirs du 4 Scptembre,” 1874; 
“ Le Gouvernement de M. Thiers, 
8 ftvrier, 1871—21 mai, 1873,” 
Paris,1878; “Dieu,Patrie,Liberte,” 
1883 ; and “ TJno Academic sous lo 
Diroctoire,” 1885. He has also 
brought out editions, with import¬ 
ant introductions, of the philoso¬ 
phical works of Descartes, Bossuel, 
Malobranehe, and Antoine Arnauld; 
and has contributed to the Revue 
des Rem Mondes and other periodi¬ 
cals* 

SIMPSON, John Palgrave, bom 
in Norfolk early in Hie century, 
received his education under a 
private tutor and at Corpus Christi 
College, Cambridge, where he took 
the degree of B.A., and proceeded 
M.A. in due course. He was in¬ 
tended for the Church, but enter¬ 
taining a great objection to taking 
orders, be travelled for many years 
on the Continent, residing at 
several foreign courts. A severe 
roverse of fortune caused him to 
devote his attention to literature, 
and for many years he contributed 
to Blackwood and Fraser's Magazines 
and Bentley's Miscellany. He wrote 
“Second Love, and other Talea,” 
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published in 184G; "Gisella; a 
Novol," and "Letters from the 
Danube/' in 1847; " Lily of Paris, 
or the King's Nurse/' and " Pic- 
tmes from Eovolutionary Paris/' 
in 1818. Mr. Simpson returned 
definitely to this country in 
1850, and began to write for the 
stage with considerable success, 
lie has produced about sixty pieces 
of different kinds. His best-known 
dramas are " World and Stage;" 
" Second Love/' which is very 
popular in the United States, and 
has been translated into several 
foreign languages j " Sybillu, or 
Step by Step;" "A Scrap of 
Papers" "Allfor Her;" "Alone;" 
and " Time and the HourIn colla¬ 
boration with Mr. Herman Meri- 
vale, “Court Cards;" "A School 
for Coquottes," &c., &c. His later 
works are a life of Karl Maria von 
Weber, compiled from materials 
collected by the son of the great 
composer, published in 18G5 ; and 
a novel called "Bor Ever and 
Never.” Ho has likewise produced 
an infinity of tales in magazines, 
reviews, and Christmas periodicals. 

SIMPSON, William, was born at 
Glasgow, Oct. 28,1823. He began 
life as an architect, and then took 
to art. He went through the war 
in the Crimea as an artist, and 
published sketches in two volumes, 
entitled " Campaign in the Bast/' 
1865-66. Mr. Simpson travelled in 
India from 1859 to 1862. The 
result was published in a work 
entitled " India, Ancient and 
Modern/' 1867. Since 1866 he 
has travelled to Russia, Palestine, 
Abyssinia, China, Japan, America, 
India, Afghanistan, Central Asia, 
with the Afghan Boundary Com¬ 
mission, and other placeB as special 
artist of the Illustrated London 
News. In addition to the works 
already mentioned, he has pub¬ 
lished, " Meeting the Sun, a Journey 
all round the World/' 1873 ; “ Shi- 
kareand Tamasha/' 1873; "Photo¬ 
graphs from Drawings of the 
Prince of Wales’s Visit to India/' 


"Picturesque People," 187G; and 
numerous archeoologioal papers at 
various times. Mr. Simpson is a 
member of the Royal Institute of 
Painters in Water Colours; an 
lion. Associate of the Royal In¬ 
stitute of British Architects; and 
a Bellow of the Koyal Geographical 
Society. 

SIMS, George Robert, was born 
in London, Sept. 2, 1847, and 
educatod at Hanwell Collego, and 
afterwards at Bonn. He first 
joined the staff of Fun on the 
death of Tom Hood the younger 
in 1874; and the Weekly Dispatch 
the same year. Since 1877 he has 
been a contributor to the Referee 
under the pseudonym of "Dago- 
net.” In that newspaper his 
t( Dagonct Ballads " first appeared. 
To the Dispatch Mr. Sims con¬ 
tributed " Social Kaleidoscope,” 
<r Throe Brass Balls," and " Thoatrc 
of Life." These have been trans¬ 
lated into German, French, and 
Danish. Ho edited Ofic and All in 
1879. He produced his first play, 
"Crutch and Toothpick,” at tlie 
Royally Theatre in April, 1879; 
"Mothcr-in-Law," 1881; "Member 
for Slocum/' 1881. These were 
followed by " The Gay City," and 
"Half-Way House," "The Lights 
o' London" (Princess's, Sept. 10, 
1881), which ran nearly 250 nights. 
It was followed by " The Romany 
Rye," and "The Merry Duchess/' 
a comic opera. "In the Ranks” 
(of which Mi\ Sims was part 
author), was produced at the 
Adelphi in 1883, and ran 457 con¬ 
secutive nights. His other plays 
are "The Golden Ring," 1883; 
and " Jack in the Box ” and 
" The Harbour Lights/' written in 
collaboration, in 1885. He has 
published two novels," Rogues and 
Vagabonds/* and "The Ring o' 
Bells/' and his revelations of the 
condition of the poor in " How the 
Poor Live/' and "Horrible Lon¬ 
don/' a series of letters to the 
Daily News helped to focus public 
attention on the housing of the 
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working classes and to bring about 
the Royal Commission. 

SIMS, Richard, bom at Oxford, in 
1816, was educated at New College 
Sohool in that university, and, at 
the recommendation of the late 
Rev. Dr. Bliss, of Oxford, entered 
the public service in 1841 as an 
attendant in the Manuscript De¬ 
partment at the British Museum. 
In 1859, he became a Transcriber, 
and subsequently a Junior Assis¬ 
tant, On the accession of Mr. 
Bond to the Keepership of Manu¬ 
scripts, in 1868, he was further 
promoted to the class of Senior 
Assistants in the same depart¬ 
ment. In 1S49 he published an 
"Index to the Heralds* Visita¬ 
tions j" in 1854 " A Handbook to 
the Library of the British Mu¬ 
seum i " in 1856," A Manual for the 
Genealogist, Topographer, Anti¬ 
quary, and Legal Professor;” in 
1855, in conjunction with Mr. F. 
Nether clift, jun., the "Autograph 
Miscellany;" in 1860-61, "The 
Handbook to Autographs: being a 
Ready Guide to the Handwriting of 
Distinguished Men and Women of 
every Nation ; ” and in 1864-05, 
" The Autograph Souvenir.” Mr. 
Sims has been for some time 
engaged in preparing for the press 
"A Classical Catalogue of Manu¬ 
scripts relating to British Heraldry 
and Topography, deposited in the 
Public and many of the Private 
Libraries of the Kingdom/* as well 
as a second edition of the afore¬ 
mentioned " Index to the Heralds* 
Visitations” 

SKEAT, The Rev. Walter William, 
M.A., bom in London, Nov. 21, 
18S5, was educated at King’s Col¬ 
lege School; at Sir R. Cholmeley's 
School, Highgate j and at Christ's 
College,Cambridge,whei‘e he gradu¬ 
ated B.A. in 1858, being 11th 
Wrangler. He was elected Fellow 
of his college in July, I860; became 
Curate of East Dcrehom, Norfolk, 
in Dec. 1800; Curate of Godalming, 
Surrey, in Deo. 1862; Mathematical 
Lecturer at Christ's College in Oct, 


1864 j he is also English Lecturer at 
Christ's College. He was elected to 
the recently founded Elrington and 
Boswortli Professorship of Anglo- 
Saxon at Cambridge, May 15, 
1878; and re-elected to a Fellow¬ 
ship afc Christ's College in Jan. 
1883. Mr. Skeat, who has chiefly 
devoted liis attention to Early 
English literature and English 
etymology has published: "The 
Songs and Ballads of Uhland, trans¬ 
lated from the German/' 18G4; 
"A Tale of Ludlow Castle: a Poem/* 
1866; and "A Mteso-Gothic Glos- 
sary/* printed by the Philological 
Society, 1868. For the Early Eng¬ 
lish Text Society he has edited 
" Lancelot of the Laik: a Scotch 
Metrical Romance/' 1865; "Parallel 
Extracts from twenty-nine MSS. of 
Piers the Plowman/* 1866; "The 
Romans of Partenay or Lusignen ; 
otherwise known as the Tale of 
Melusine,” 1866 ; " The Vision of 
William concerning Piers the 
Plowman/* five parts, 1867-85; 
" Pierce the Ploughman's Crede/* 
1867; r * The Romance of William 
of Palerne; or, William and the 
Werwolf/' 18G7 ; “The Lay of 
Havelok the Dane/* 1868; "The 
Bruce j by Master John Barbour/* 
3 Parts, 1870-77; "Joseph of Ari- 
mathio; or, the Romance of the 
Seint Graal, or Holy Grail; with 
other laves of Joseph of Arimathea/* 
1871; Chaucer's Treatise on the 
Astrolabe, &o. In a new edition of 
Chatterton's Poems, he has finally 
settled the question of the authen¬ 
ticity of the so-called Rowley Poems, 
by showing the precise sources from 
which Chatterton obtained the old 
words which abound in them. Mr. 
Skeat was chosen by the Syndics 
of the Cambridge University Press 
to continue and complete the work 
of the well-known Anglo-Saxon 
scholar, the late J. M. Kemble, 
who died before his edition of 
the Anglo-Saxon Gospels was 
finished. In 1873, with the help 
of others, Mr. Skeat started tho 
English Dialect Society, for the 
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record and preservation of pro¬ 
vincial English words, of which 
Society lac was the Director for four 
years. In the course of 1873 and 
1874, six works were published for 
this Society, five of which were 
edited by him. For the Oxford 
press, ho has edited several of Chau¬ 
cer’s Canterbury Tales, a portion of 
"Piers the Plowman/’ and three 
volumes of Specimens of English 
Literature; two of them in conjunc¬ 
tion with Dr. Morris j also, for the 
same press, the " Gospel of St. Mark 
in Gothic/’ an f * Etymological Eng- 
lishDictionary” (his chief work),and 
an abridgment of the same entitled a 
"ConciseEtymologienlDictionary.” 
A Scottish Text Society having been 
founded in 1883, Mr. Skoal edited 
the Society’s first volume, viz., an 
edition of the King’s Quail’, by 
King James the First of Scotland. 
His various works have greatly con¬ 
tributed to the hici'cnsed internal 
which is now taken in the in¬ 
telligent study of our older litera¬ 
ture. 

SKENE, William Forbes, second 
son of James Skene, of Rubislaw, 
Aberdeenshire, by his wife Jane, 
daughter of Sir William Eorbcs 
of Pitsligo, Baronet, was born 
at Inverie, Kincardineshire, Juno 
7, 1809, and oducated afc the 
High School of Edinburgh. Ho 
then studied for a year and a half 
in Germany, and a session at each 
of the Universities of Edinburgh 
and St. Andrews. lie afterwards 
entered the legal profession as a 
Writer to the Signet. Mr. Skene 
is Secretary to the Royal Institu¬ 
tion for the Promotion of the Fine 
Arts; lias filled the office of Yice- 
President of the Royal Society of 
Edinburgh, of the Cambrian Arches - 
ological Society, and of the Society 
of Antiquaries of Edinburgh, and 
had the honorary degree of LL.D. 
conferred upon him by the Univer¬ 
sity of Edinburgh, and that of 
D.C.L. by the University of Oxford 
(1879). In 1881 he-was appointed 
Her Majesty’s Historiographer for 


Scotland in the room of the late 
Dr. Ilill Burton. He has written 
the following works, besides papers 
read to the above societies, and 
published in their Proceedings: 
"The Highlanders of Scotland, 
their Origin, History, and Anti¬ 
quities/’ 2 vols,, 1837 ; " The Dean 
of Lismore’s Book, with Introduc¬ 
tion and Notes, Ancient Gaelic 
Poetry/’ 1802 ; "Chronicles of the 
Piets and Scots, and other early 
Memorials of Scottish History,” 
edited for tho Lord Clerk Register, 
3 808; " The Four Ancient Books of 
W ale s,eont aining the Cymric Poems 
of fche 0th Century,” 2 vols., 1809 j 
"The Coronation Stone/’ 1869 j 
"John of Fordun’s Chronicles of 
the Scottish Nation,” 2 vols. 1871 j 
rf Celtic Scotland, a History of An¬ 
cient Alban/’ — vol. i„ "History 
and Ethnology,” 1870, Vol. ii., 
" Church and Culture,” 1877, vol. 
iii., "Land and People,” 1880; 
** The Gospel History for the 
Young, being Lessons on the Life 
of Christ, adapted for use in 
Families and Sunday Schools/* 3 
vols., 1883-84. 

SLOPES,, E. H. Lindsay, musics 1 
composer and pianist, born in 
London, Juno 14, 1826, although 
not intended by his parents to 
become a professor, was allowed to 
follow the bent of his inclination $ 
and, after studying diligently under 
Moseheles for sonic year’s, went to 
Frankfort, in order to profit by tho 
instructions of Herr Aloys Schmitt, 
a well-known professor and teacher. 
From Frankfort he proceeded to 
Heidelberg, and studied harmony 
and counterpoint under Herr Karl 
Yollweiler, an eminent theorist, 
whose Bole pupil he was at that 
time. Mr. Lindsay Slopor repaired 
to Paris in 1841, and, during a long 
residence in that capital obtained 
a well-merited reputation, both as 
a writer and as a pianoforte player. 
He returned to London in 1846, and 
appeared with great success at one 
of tho Matinees of the Musical 
Union. In 1871 he visited tho 
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United States and Canada, in com¬ 
pany, at first, with a distinguished 
English concert party; and, when 
there, was also associated in a 
short professional tour with Kiss 
Clara L. Kellogg. Of late years, 
like many of his brother professors, 
he has chiefly dovoted his time to 
the laborious duties of tuition* 
though he is occasionally hoard 
at concerts during the season, and 
has published many compositions 
for the pianoforte, besides a cantata 
entitled “The Birthday,*' and a 
pianoforte duet arrangement of the 
orchestral suite “ Airs de Danse,” 
written by him for ono of Mr. 
Kulie’s Brighton Festivals. 

SMILES, Samuel, born at Had- 
ilington, Scotland, in 1812, was 
educated for the medical profes¬ 
sion, and practised for some time 
as a surgeon at Haddington; hut 
abandoning medicine, he succeeded 
the late Mr. Robert Nicoll as 
editor of the Leeds Times. He 
became, in 1815, secretary of the 
Leeds and Thirsk Railway, and 
after ten years (on the amalgama¬ 
tion of the railway with the North- 
Eastern), lie transferred his ser¬ 
vices, at the end of 1851, to the 
South-Eastern Railway, from which 
he retired in 1800. The Univer¬ 
sity of Edinburgh conferred on 
him the honox*ary degree of LL.D, 
in 1878. Ho has written “ Physi¬ 
cal Education j or. Nurture and 
Management of Children/' 1838; 
f{ History of Ireland,” published 
whilst he was at Leeds ; “Rail¬ 
way Property, its Conditions and 
Prospects,” 1849; “ Life of George 
Stephenson,” 1857, of which the 
fifth edition appeared in 1858; 
“Self Help; with illustrations of 
Character and Conduct,” 1839; 

“ Workmen’s Earnings, Strikes, 
and Wages,” 1861; “ Lives of 
Engineers, with an account of 
their Works” 1861 s “Industrial 
Biography,” 1SG3; “Lives of 
Boulton and Watt,” 18G5; “The 
Huguenots: their Settlements, 
Churches, and Industries in Eng¬ 


land and Ireland,” 1863, 3rd edit. 
1809; “Character” a companion 
volume to “ Self-Help,” 1871; 
“The Huguenots in France after 
the Revocation of the Edict of 
Nantes: with a Visit to the 
Country of the Vaudois,” 1871; 
“ Life of a Scotch Naturalist,” 
1876 ; “ George Moore, Merchant 
and Philanthropist,” 1878; "Life 
of Robert Diclc (Baker of Thurso), 
Geologist and Botanist,” 1878; 
“ Duty, with illustrations of 
Courage, Patience, and Endur¬ 
ance,” 1SS0 } "Men of Invention 
and Industry,” 1884. He also 
edited the Autobiography of Mr. 
James Nasmyth, 18S3, and has 
been a constant contributor to the 
Quarterly Review and other perio¬ 
dicals. 

SMITH, Benjamin Leigh, was 
born March 12, 1828, and educated 
at Jesus College, Cambridge, 
where ho graduated as a Wrangler 
in 1852. He was milled to the 
Bar by the Inner Temple in 1850. 
Mr. Smith has made five voyages 
to the Arctic regions. He visited 
them first in 18/1, in the Samson, 
when he sailed to the north-east 
of Spitzbergen; reached latitude 
81° 21% and added greatly to the 
knowledge of land iu that direction ,* 
secondly, in 1872, in the Samson, 
to the north of the Spitzbergen; 
thirdly, in 1873, with the Diana 
steamer and Samson, again to 
Spitzbergen, when he relieved the 
Swedish Expedition, for which he 
received the Order of the North 
Star from the King of Swedon.. 
In these three voyages he took 
deep-sea temperatures, which 
added much to the knowledge of 
the Gulf Stream, and established 
the fact of warm under-currents 
flowing beneath surface-water of a 
much lower temperature. In 1890 
he built the steamer fflra, and 
again went north. After attempt¬ 
ing to reach tho east coast of 
Greenland, and to paBS to the 
north-east of Spitzbergen, he re¬ 
turned to the south of Spitz- 
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bergen; and steaming east, and 
then north, through much ice, 
reached Fran/ Josef Land, on 
Aug. 14 j and then, going to the 
west, he discovered many islands, 
and over 200 miles of new coast 
line. In 1881 he again started in 
the Eira for Franz Josef Land, 
which ho reached on July 24, but 
unfortunately the Eira was crushed 
in the ice on Aug. 21, and sank 
before many stores were saved. 
The crew built a hut of turf and 
stones, where they wintered, 
living mostly on boars and walrus. 
On June 21, 1882, they left in four 
boats, and reached Nova Zombla 
on Aug. 2. The next day they fell 
in with the Willem Barents and 
the Hope, which had been sont to 
their relief, and they arrived at 
Aberdeen on board the Hope on 
Aug. 20. Mr. Smith received a 
Gold Medal of tho Paris Geo¬ 
graphical Society in 1880; and 
a Gold Medal of the Royal Geo¬ 
graphical Society in 1881. 

SMITH, Charles Roaoh, F.S.A., 
M.N.S. London, &c-, born at 
Landguard Manor, in tho Isle 
of Wight, early in the cen¬ 
tury, has written " Collectanea 
Antiqua,” 7 vols., 1848-66j "Tho 
Antiquities of Ricliborougli, Re- 
culver, and Lymne,” 1850, with 
supplements on Lymne and 
Pevonsey, 1862-8 j " Illustrations 
of Homan London,” a work based 
on the author’s personal researches 
made during his residence in the 
City of London, when he formed 
the collection of local antiquities 
described in his Illustrated 
Catalogue of tho Museum of Lon¬ 
don Antiquities,” 1864. This col¬ 
lection was transferred to the 
British Museum in 1836. Mr. 
Roach Smith’s earliest antiquarian 
papers ware printed in the ff Arch- 
esologia j” and he contributed to 
the earlier volumes of tho British 
Archeological Association, and to 
the Gentlemans Magazine, in which 
he wrote the monthly article called 
" Antiquarian Notes.” With Mr, 


T. Wright he founded the British 
Archeological Association, the 
forerunner of the numerous aroh- 
reological societies, and many of 
his contributions are in its “ Jour¬ 
nal ” In 1866 he edited the “ In- 
ventorium Sepulchralc" of Bryan 
Faussetl. Mr. Roach Smith has 
devoted much attention to pomo¬ 
logy, and especially to the culture 
of tho vino in the open ground; 
and in 1863 he published a pamph¬ 
let, which had a largo circulation, 
ff On the Scarcity of Home-grown 
Fruits in Great Britain, with re¬ 
medial suggestions ” (2nd edit. 
1808). In 1868 was printed pri¬ 
vately “ Remarks on Shakespeare, 
his Birthplace,” &o.; and in 1870 
was published " The Rural Life of 
Shakespeare, as illustrated by his 
Works;” this has reached two 
editions, and a third is in prepara¬ 
tion. Mr. Roach Smith also wrote 
the Catalogue of the Anglo-Saxon 
antiquities discovered at Favers- 
ham, Kent, and bequeathed to the 
South Kensington Museum by Mr. 
Gibbs. Sinoe his retirement from 
London to Stroud, Mr. Roaoli 
Smith haB actively assisted the 
Kent Archaeological Society, and 
he has contributed many papers 
to its "Archraologia Cautiana j” and 
also to the Metropolitan Societies. 
He has received the first Medal of 
the London Numismatic Society, 
of which, for some years, he was 
Secretary. He assisted in editing 
the "Dictionary of Roman Coins, 
by the late Seth W. Stevenson. 
His latest work, of which vol. I. is 
published, is rf Retrospections; 
Social and Archaeological.” 

SMITH, George Barnett, F.R.G.S., 
was bom at Ovenden near Halifax, 
Yorkshire, May 17, 1841, and edu¬ 
cated at the British Lancaeterian 
School, Halifax. At a very early 
age he began to write poems ana 
sketches, and to contribute to the 
local press. In Marah, 1864, he 
came to London for the purpose of 
pursuing a journalistic and literary 
career. He was first engaged on 
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the staff of the Globe newspaper, 
and afterwards for eight years on 
that of the Echo. He contributed 
to the Edinburgh Review articles 
on "The Works of Thackeray" 
"Recent Editions of Molierc," 

“ English Fugitive Poetry," and 
other subjects. Mr Smith has 
contributed a great number of 
literary, critical, and biographical 
articles to the Cornhill Magazine , 
and has likewise contributed to the 
ff Encyclopaedia Britannica," the 
Fortnightly and Eritish Quarterly 
Reviews , and Fraser's and Mac- 
millan J 8 Magazines. He is also a 
contributor to the Times and the 
Academy. His first published work 
was a volume of poems, 18G9 j 
followed by " Poets and Novelists," 
a series ot literary studies, 1875 j 
and “ Shelley : a critical Biog¬ 
raphy " 1877. In 1879 was pub¬ 
lished his " Life of Mr. Gladstone," 
a work which has attained great , 
popularity. Two years afterwards 
appeared the companion work, 
« The Life of Mr. Bright," which 
was also very favourably received. 
Mr. Barnett Smith has edited, with 
introductions and notes, a work 
entitled " Illustrated British Bal¬ 
lads," in two volumes. He is also 
the author of "The Prime Ministers 
of Queen Victoria," and of " The 
Life of Queen Victoria," and of 
two novels, one of which was pub¬ 
lished in the Manchester Examiner 
in 1881. His "Half-Hours with 
Famous Ambassadors" appeared 
in 1883. 

SMITH, George Vance, B.A., 
Philos, and Theol. Boot., was 
educated for the Nonconformist 
ministry, at Manchester New 
College j was afterwards Professor 
of Theology in the same College j 
then minister of St. Saviourgate 
Chapel, Vork, and is at present 
Principal of the Presbyterian Col¬ 
lege, Carmarthen. He is Iho 
author of various works, including 
w The Prophecies relating to Nine¬ 
veh and the Assyrians " from the 
Hebrew, with notes &o., 1837; 
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" The Prophets and their Inter¬ 
preters," 1878 j " Texts and 
Margins of the Revised New 
Testament affecting Theological 
Doctrines," 1831; "Eternal Pun¬ 
ishment," in reply to Dr. Pusey, 
5th edit. 1877 ; " The Bible and 
Popular Theology," 3rd edit. 1871 i 
"The Spirit and the Word of 
Christ," 2nd edit. 1871-; is also 
joint author of " The Holy Scrip¬ 
tures of the Old Covenant, inJ.a 
Revised Translation," 3 vols., 8vo., 
1861, and is the writer of various 
articles in the Nineteenth Centiuy 
and other periodicals. He was a 
member of the Company for the 
revision of the New Testament 
from tho formation of the com¬ 
pany, in May 1870, till the con¬ 
clusion of tho work. 

SMITH, Goldwin, LL.D., M.A., 
a brilliant historian and political 
controversialist, was born at Read¬ 
ing, Berkshire, Aug, IS, 1823, and 
educated at Eton and Oxford. He 
gained, in 1842, the Hertford 
Scholarship, and in 1845 the 
scholarship founded by Dean Ire¬ 
land. In the latter year he 
graduated B.A. as first-class in 
classics, and subsequently he pro¬ 
ceeded to the degree of M.A. 
He gained the Chancellor's prizes 
for Latin Verse (1845) j for the 
Latin Essay (1846) on " Qumnam 
fuerit Mulierum apud veteres 
Gtaecos conditio?"? and for the 
English Essay (1847), the subject 
being "The Political and Social 
Benefits of the Reformation in 
England.” In 1847 he wub elected 
a Fellow of University College, 
where he acted for some time as 
tutor? and in the same year he 
was called to the bar at Lincoln's 
Inn, but he has never practised 
law. In 1850 he was appointed by 
the Government Assistant-Secre¬ 
tary of the Royal Commission that 
was charged with the duty of 
inquiring into the state, studies, 
discipline, and revenues of the 
University of Oxford. He was also 
Secretary to the second Oxford 
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Commission, which, effected many 
alterations in the constitution and 
government of the University, and 
was a member of the Popular 
Education Commission appointed 
in 1858. The same year he was 
appointed to the Regius Professor¬ 
ship of Modern History at Oxford, 
and he hold this chair till 18GG. 
His tenure of the cliair was 
marked by the delivery of a largo 
number of brilliant public lectures, 
which, tinder the guise of history, 
served really as vigorous political 
pamphlets on the Liberal side. Of 
this kind especially were the lectures 
on Pym, Cromwell, and Pitt, after¬ 
words delivered in the north of 
England and republished. Profes¬ 
sor Goldwin Smith was a prominent 
champion of the American Federal 
G-overnment during the Civil War, 
when he wrote “ Does the Bible 
sanction American Slavery ? ” 
1863 j “ On the Morality of the 
E mancipation Proclamation,” 1863 j 
and other pamphlets on the same 
subject. In 1861* he visited the 
United States on a lecturing tour. 
He met with an enthusiastic recep¬ 
tion, and the Brown University 
conferred upon him the honorary 
degree of LL.D. On his return he 
published " England and America,” 
1865, and “The Civil War in 
America,” an address read at a 
meeting of the Manchester Union 
and Emancipation Society (1806). 
In Nov. 1868, having resigned his 
chair at Oxford, he settled in the 
United States as Professor of Eng¬ 
lish and Contitutional History in 
the Cornell University at Ithaca, 
New York. This post he occupied 
till 1871, when he removed to 
Canada, where he became a mem¬ 
ber of the Senate of the University 
of Toronto, He was for Boma time 
editor of the Canadian Monthly 
(1872-74), and subsequently the 
owner and editor of the Bystander* 
In addition to the works mentioned 
above, he is the author of contri¬ 
butions to the ef Anthologia Oxon- 
i^nais ;" " An Inaugural Lecture,” 


1859; " On some supposed conse¬ 
quences of the doctrine of historical 
progress,” a lecture, 1861; “Ra¬ 
tional Religion and the Rational¬ 
istic Objections of tho Bampton 
Lectures for 1858,” which had been 
delivered by Dean Mansel, 18G1; 
“ The Study of History,” 2 lectures, 
1861 ■ “ The Foundation of the 
American Colonies,” a lecture, 1861; 
" Irish History and Irish Charac¬ 
ter/’ 3861 s 1 “The Empire. A 
Scries of Letters published in the 
Daily News, 1802-63,” Oxford, 
1863; “A Plea for the Abolition 
of Tests in the University of 
Oxford,” 18G4; “ A Letter to a 
Whig Member of the Southern 
Independence Association,” 1864; 
“ Three English Statesman (Pym, 
Cromwell, Pitt): a course of lec¬ 
tures on the Political History of 
England,” 1807 ; “ The Experience 
of the American Commonwealth ” 
in “Essays on Reform,” 1867; 
“The Reorganization of the Uni¬ 
versity of Oxford,” 1808; "The 
Irish Question,” being three letters 
to the Editor of the Dadly Newsj 
1868 j “ The Relations between 
America and England. A reply 
to the late Speech of Mr, Sumner, 
1809; “ A Short History of Eng¬ 
land down to the Reformation,” 
1869; “William Cowper,” 1880; 
“ The Conduct of England to 
Ireland,” 1882 j and f r False Hopes,” 
1883. During his occasional visits 
to England, Mr. Goldwin Smith 
has written much in tho English 
reviews, and during tho Home 
Rule Controversy of 1886, his in¬ 
fluential voice was raised on the 
platform and in the press, in the 
strongest opposition to Mr, Glad¬ 
stone’s proposals. 

SMITH, The Rev, Isaac Gregory, 
was born Nov. 21, 182G, at Man¬ 
chester, being fourth son of tho 
Rev. Jeremiah Smith, D.D., High 
Master of the Free Grammar 
School, and Rector of St. Anne's 
Manchester. He was educated at 
Rugby and Trinity College, Oxford j 
was elected Hertford University 
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Scholar in 1846, Ireland University 
Scholar in 1847, Fellow of Brase- 
nose College in 1848. He was 
appointed Hector of Tedsfcone Dela- 
mere, Herefordshire, in 1854; Pre¬ 
bendary of Hereford Cathedral in 
1870; Vicar of Great Malvern, in 
1872 ; Bampton Lecturer ab Oxford, 
in 1872 ; Examining Chaplain to 
the Bishop of St. David's, and 
Rural Dean, 1882. In 1886 he 
received the honorary degree of 
LL.D. from Edinburgh University. 
He is the author of "Faith and 
Philosophy/' 1867; "Epitome of 
the Life of Our Saviour/' 1867; 
" The Silver Bells/' 1869; " Fra 
Angelico and other Poems/' 1871 j 
and of articles on Monasticism in 
Dr. Smith's Hew Dictionary of 
Christian Antiquities ; " Prayers 
for Every Hour/' 1879; " Thoughts 
on Education/' 1883; "Diocesan 
History of Worcester,” 1883 j 
"History of Worcester Cathe¬ 
dral/' 18S4,and " Aristotelianism/' 
1880. 

SMITH, Robert Angus, F.R.S., 
F.C.S., Ph. Doctor, horn near Glas¬ 
gow, Feb. 15,1817, was educated at 
Glasgow, and studied chemistry at 
Giessen, under Liebig, from i8S9 
till 1841. Assisting Dr, Playfair, 
he laboured on the sanitary condi¬ 
tion of towns in Lancashire, and 
whilst practising as a professional 
chemist, has written numerous 
papers relating to the condition of 
the air. His report to the British 
Association, in 1848, on the Air and 
Water of Towns, gave a great im¬ 
pulse to the question at that time, 
and a paper on the Air of Towns in 
the Chemical Society's Journal of 
1858, first produced data establish¬ 
ing the difference of the town and 
country air wherever found. Hav¬ 
ing been appointed by the Royal 
Mines Commission to inquire into 
the state of the atmosphere in 
metalliferous mines, he drew up a 
very valuable report, which con¬ 
tains analyses of the air of mines, 
and the variations from pure air. 
Et was followed by an Inquiry into 


the Action of Carbonic Acid on the 
Circulation of the Blood, by ex¬ 
periments made in an air-tight 
chamber, and, in 1861, by a 
memoir on the Constitution of the 
Atmosphere, including an inquiry 
into the air on hills, in valleys, 
and other ^situations. In conjunc¬ 
tion with Mr. McDougal), he ex¬ 
amined the action of disinfectants, 
and especially recommended car¬ 
bolic or phonic acid, pure or in 
tar-oil; and this has been exten¬ 
sively used since that period, in 
various forms, in this and other 
countries. He was elected F.R.S. 
in 1857, and was some time Presi¬ 
dent of the Literary and Philoso¬ 
phical Society of Manchester, His 
special inquiries into the quality 
of the air of towns when polluted 
by gases from manufactures, led 
to his appointment by the Board of 
Trade, under the Alkali Act of 
1863, as Inspector-General of Alkali 
works for the United Kingdom. 
The honorary degree of LL.D. was 
conferred upon him by the Uni¬ 
versity of Edinburgh in 1882. He 
has written a " Life of Dalton, and 
History of the Atomic Theory up 
to his Time,” official reports to the 
Board of Health, and to the Royal 
Society on the Absorption of Gases, 
various memoirs on the Arts in 
Ure and Hunt's " Hew Dictionary 
of Arts and Sciences,” and by 
desire of the Royal Cattle Plague 
Commission, a Memoir on the 
Action of Disinfectants generally; 
a volume on Disinfection, a Search 
for Solid Bodies in the Air, and 
three later investigations on the 
Salts and Organic Bodies in Air. 
He calls the subject a now branch 
by the name of "Chemical ClifOA- 
tology/' His work entitled *' Air 
and Rain; the Beginnings of a 
Chemical Climatology/' appeared 
in 1872. He wTrote Part I. of "A 
Study of Peat/' and was appointed, 
along with Robert Rawlinson, C.B., 
Inspector under the Rivers Pollu¬ 
tion Act for England, and after¬ 
wards for Scotland also. He has

written arclieoological papers on 
Scottish and Icelandic subjects, 
after holiday inquiries, and a book 
on the early history of Scotland, 
entitled " Loch Etive and the Sons 
of Uisnach.” He has published 
seventeen annual reports on Al¬ 
kali works, most of them contain¬ 
ing investigations on the atmos¬ 
phere. In 1882 he published 
the first report under the Havers 
Pollution Prevention Act, contain¬ 
ing investigations on water and 
drainage, and since then has written 
a volume on "Science in Early 
Manchester.” He lives in Man¬ 
chester. 

SMITH, The Very Rev. Robert 
Payne, D.D„ Dean of Canterbury, 
born in Gloucestershire, in Nov. 
1818, was educated at Pembroke 
College, Oxford, of which ho was 
scholar, and where he graduated, 
with second-class honours, in 1811, 
and obtained the Bodon (Sanscrit) 
and the Pusey and Ellerton (He¬ 
brew) University Scholarships, In 
the discharge of his duly ns Under- 
Librarian of the Bodleian, he pub¬ 
lished, in a quarto volume, an 
elaborate Latin Catalogue of the 
Syriac MSS, belonging to that 
Library; has edited and translated 
the Commentary of St. Cyril of 
Alexandria upon the Gospel of St. 
Luke—extant only in Syriac— 
from the MSS. brought to this 
country by Archdeacon Tattam ; 
and has translated the curious 
ecclesiastical history of John of 
Ephesus, in the same collection of 
MSS. Ur. Smith is engaged in 
preparing, for the Delegates of the 
Oxford Press, a Syriac lexicon, 
based on that of Castelli, but a 
much larger work, and one that 
cannot fail greatly to aid Biblical 
criticism, The first part was pub¬ 
lished in 1868, and the seventh in 
188G. Three more parts will com¬ 
plete the work. He is known as a 
profound Hebraist, and an excel¬ 
lent Arabic scholar, and his " Mes¬ 
sianic Interpretation of the Pro¬ 
phecies of Isaiah/' published in 


1862, affords proof of his erudition. 
In 1869 he published a course of 
Bampton Lectures upon " Prophecy 
as a Preparation for Christ.” He 
has contributed a commentary on 
Jeremiah to tho large work which 
appeared under tho auspices of tho 
late Speaker. He is also the writer 
of the commentary on Genesis in 
Bishop Ellicoti/s commentary for 
English readers j of ono on Isaiah 
in the commentary published by 
the S. P. C. K. i and of one on 
Samuel in tho Pulpit Commentary. 
He was also a member of tho Old 
Testament Revision Company. Dr. 
Smith was appointed, in Aug, 1865, 
to succeed Dr. Jacobson as RegiuB 
Professor of Divinity in the Uni¬ 
versity of Oxford, on the advance¬ 
ment of the latter to the bishopric 
of Chester ; and in Jan. 1871, was 
raised to the Deanery of Canter¬ 
bury, vacant by the death of Dr. 
H. Alford. 

SMITH, William, LL.D„ D.C.L., 
late Classical Examiner in the 
University of London, born in 
London, in 1813 $ received his edu¬ 
cation at that university, where ho 
gained the first prizes in the Latin 
and Greek classes j was intended 
for the bar, and kept the usual 
terms at Gray's Inn; but aban¬ 
doned the profession of the law for 
the study of classical literature. 
The "Dictionary of Greek and 
Roman Antiquities/* edited by him, 
commenced in 1840, was completed 
in 1812, followed by the "Dic¬ 
tionary of Greek and Roman Bio¬ 
graphy and Mythology/' com¬ 
menced in 1813 and concluded in 
1819, and by the "Dictionary of 
Greek and Roman Geography/* 
commenced in 1852 and finished in 
1857. These three works form an 
Encyclopaedia of Classical Anti¬ 
quity. In addition to his editorial 
duties connected with these publi¬ 
cations, he contributed some of 
the most valuable articles in the 
volumes. In 1850 Dr. Smith 
began the publication of hia 
** School Dictionaries;" concise 
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but comprehensive summaries, for 
the bcnefiL of less advanced scho¬ 
lars, of his more voluminous publi¬ 
cations, consisting of A Classical 
Dictionary of Mythology, Bio- 

§ raphy, and Geography“A 
mailer Classical Dictionary/* 
abridged from the preceding -work; 
ff A Smaller Dictionary of Anti¬ 
quities,” &o. Each of these works 
has gone through many editions. 
In 1833 Dr. Smith was appointed 
Classical Examiner in the Univer¬ 
sity of London, which office he 
held till 1869, when he was ap¬ 
pointed a member of the Senate 
of the University. In 1833 he 
started the useful series of r ' Stu¬ 
dent's Manuals,” by the publica¬ 
tion of a " School History of Greece 
from the Earliest Times to the 
Roman Conquest, with chapters on 
the History of Literature and Art.” 
In 1851 he published his excellent 
edition of Gibbon ; in 1835 he pub¬ 
lished "A Latin-Englisli Diction¬ 
ary, based on the works of Foreel- 
lini and Freund; ” and in 1860 he 
brought out his first volume of a 
ft Dictionary of the Bible,” which 
is designed to render the same 
service in the study of the Bible 
as the Dictionaries of Antiqui¬ 
ties have done in the study of the 
Greek and Latin classics. The 
second and third volumes, complet¬ 
ing the work, appeared, in 18G3. 
Dr. Smith is the author of the 
rl Student’s Latin Grammar,” pub¬ 
lished in 1863 ; of a Latin course, 
in five parts, entitled “ Principia 
Latina;” of a Greek course in 
three parts, entitled “ Inifcia 
Grama; and of numerous educa¬ 
tional works of a high class. 
He became editor of the Quar¬ 
terly Review in 1867, which 
office he still holds. In 18/0 he 
brought out, in conjunction with 
Mr, Hall, “ A Copious and Critical 
English - Latin Dictionary,” the 
fruit of fifteen years* labour j and 
in the same year he received the 
honorary degree of D.C.L, from 
the University of Oxford, In 1875 


he completed his large atlas of 
u Biblical and Classical Geo¬ 
graphy/* forming ft companion 
volume to his Biblical and Classical 
Dictionaries. 

SMITH, The Eight Hon, William 
Henry, M.P., son of Mr. William 
Henry Smith, of the Strand, Lon¬ 
don, and Bournemouth, Hamp¬ 
shire, bookseller, publisher, and 
news-agent, was horn in Duke 
Street, Grosvenor Square, London, 
June 24,1825. He was educated at 
the Grammar School, Tavistock, 
and became, in due course, a part¬ 
ner in the well-known firm in the 
Strand. In July, 1865, he unsuc¬ 
cessfully contested Westminster in 
the Conservative interest, but his 
candidature was renewed with suc¬ 
cess in Hov., 18G8, when he defeated 
Mr. John Stuart Mill. He con¬ 
tinued to sit for Westminster 
down to 18S5, when, after the 
Redistribution Act, he was returned 
for the Strand, being again elected 
in 1880. He was Financial Secre¬ 
tary of the Treasury from Feb., 
1871, till Aug. 8,1877, when he was 
appointed First Lord of the Ad¬ 
miralty, in succession to the late 
Mr, Ward Hunt. He went out of 
office on the retirement of the Con¬ 
servatives in April, 1880, and wag 
appointed Secretary of State for 
War in 1885 on the formation of 
the Conservative Government in 
June of that year. On the resig¬ 
nation of Sir Wm. Hart Dyke 
in Jan., I88G, Mr. W. H. Smith 
was appointed Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, but the Salisbury Govern¬ 
ment fell immediately afterwards, 
and he only held the appointment 
for six days. In Lord Salisbury's 
second administration he was ap¬ 
pointed Secretary of State for War. 
When the Ministry was recon¬ 
structed on the resignation of Lord 
R. Churchill, Mr. Smith became 
First Lord of the Treasury and 
Leader of the House of Commons. 
Mr. Smith was a member of the 
first and second School Boards for 
London, his retirement in 1874 
3 v 2 
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being occasioned by the pressure of 
official duties. The University of 
Oxford conferred on him the hono¬ 
rary deg roe of D.C.L, in 1879 ; and 
he ■was presented with the freedom 
of the Stationers* Company in 1880. 
He is a magistrate and D.L. for 
MiddlcseXj and a magistrate for 
Herts and Oxon, and a member of 
the Council of King J s College, 
London. 

SMITH, William Robertson, M.A., 
LL.D., was born at Keig, Aber¬ 
deenshire, Nov. 8, 1816, and edu¬ 
cated privately, and then at Aber¬ 
deen University, the New College, 
Edinburgh, and the Universities of 
Bonn and Gottingen. He was ap¬ 
pointed Professor of Hebrew in the 
Ereo Church College, Aberdeen, in 
1870, and was removed from this 
office by an extraordinary act of the 
General Assembly in 1881, on ac¬ 
count of his critical views rb to the 
Old Testament, published in the 
w Encyclopaedia Britannica 33 and 
elsewhere. Since then he has been 
associated with Prof. Baynes in 
editing the fr Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica. 33 Erom 1868 to 1870 ho was 
assistant to the Professor of Physics 
at Edinburgh. He is a member of 
the Old Testament Revision Com¬ 
pany. Professor Robertson Smith 
travelled in Arabia, 1879-80, and 
described his journey in letters to 
the Scotsman newspaper. In Jan., 
1883, Professor Robertson Smith 
accepted the Lord Almoner’s Pro¬ 
fessorship of Arabic in the Uni¬ 
versity of Cambridge, vacant by 
the death of Professor Palmer. B e 
has contributed to scientific 
journals and societies; and has 
published " The Old Testament in 
the Jewish Church/ 3 1880; "The 
Prophets of Israel, and their Place 
in History to the close of the 
Eighth Century b.c . 33 1882 ; and 
"Kinship and Marriage in Early 
Arabia/ 3 1883. Jn Eeb„ 1886, he 
was appointed Librarian to the 
University of Cambridge, in suc¬ 
cession to the lute Mr, Henry 
Bradshaw, 


SORBY, Henry Clifton, LL.D., 
E.Ri.S., was horn at Woodbourne, 
near Sheffield, May 10, 1826, and 
educated at the Sheffield Colle¬ 
giate School, and by private tutors. 
He is an honorary LLD. of Cam¬ 
bridge (1879), and he has been 
President of the Geological So¬ 
ciety. On April 25, 1882, he was 
elected President of Eirth College, 
Sheffield. Ho is the author of 
many separate papers on the micro¬ 
scopical structure of rooks, on the 
construction and use of the micro- 
spcotroscope in studying animal 
and vegetable colouring matter, on 
a new method of studying the 
optical characters of minerals, on 
the physical geography of former 
geological periods, and on various 
other subjects connected with geo¬ 
logy and the use of the microscope. 

SPENCE, The Very Rev. Henry 
Donald Maurice, M.A., Dean of 
Gloucester, son of Goorgo Spence, 
Esfp, Q.C., M,P.,bornin Pall Mall, 
London, in 1836, was educated at 
Westminster School and at Corpus 
Chrisli College, Cambridge (B.A., 
1864; M.A., 1866). While at the 
University he obtained a first-class 
in the voluntary theological tripos 
(1864), the Carus Undergraduato 
University Prize (1861), and tho 
Carus and Soholefieid University 
Prize (1863, and again, I860). Ho 
was appointed Professor of Modern 
Literature in David 3 s College, 
Lampeter, in 1865; Rector of St. 
Mary do Crypt, Gloucester, 1870; 
Examining Chaplain to the Bishop 
of Gloucester and Bristol (Dr. 
EUicott), in 1870; Principal of 
the Theological College of Glou¬ 
cester in 1875; Hon. Canon of 
Gloucester in 1873. In 1877 he 
was presented by tho Queen to 
tho vicarage of St. Pancras, Lon¬ 
don, void by the promotion of Dr, 
Anthony Wilson Thorold to tho 
see of Rochester. Mr. Spence was 
in the Baine year appointed Rural 
Dean of St. Pancras. In 188G he 
was appointed by the Crown to 
the Deanery of Gloucester, in 
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succession to Dr. Montague Butler, 
who ' accented the Mastership of 
Trinity College,Cambridge, He has 
contributed many papers to the 
“ Bible Educator j ” is joint author 
withDean Howeon of a Commentary 
on the Acts of the Apostles (Anglo- 
American Commentary) j and is one 
of the Commentators of the Hew 
Testament, and also of the Old 
Testament, edited by the Bishop of 
Gloucester and Bristol. Dean 
Spence is likewise editor of the 
" Pulpit Commentary on the Old 
and Hew Testament/’ of which 
work 20 volumes have already been 
published (1880), and of several 
works on tho Talmud. He is the 
author of a translation of tho 
** Teaching of the Twelve Apostles,” 
with excursus and notes (1885). 
Tic married Louise, daughter of 
David Jones, Esq., M.P. for Car¬ 
marthenshire. 

SPEHCEfi (Earl), The Right Hon. 
John Poyntz Spencer, K.G., only 
son of the fourth Earl Spencer, 
born at Spencer House in 1835, re¬ 
ceived his education at Harrow 
School and at Trinity College, Cam¬ 
bridge, where he graduated in 1857. 
lie represented tho southern divi¬ 
sion of the county of Horthampton 
ill the House of Coimmma from 
April to Dec., 1857, when he suc¬ 
ceeded to tho title on his father’s 
death. He was Groom of the Stole 
to the lute Prince Consort, 1859-61; 
and Groom of the Stole to the 
Prince of "Wales, 1862-67. In Dec., 
1S68, he was appointed Lord Lieu¬ 
tenant of Ireland, and he made his 
public entry into Dublin Jan. 16, 
1869. He retained that office till tho 
resignation of the Gladstone Minis¬ 
try in Feb,, 1874. On the return of 
the Liberals to office in May, 1880, 
he was appointed Lord President of 
the Council. He was nominated 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, on the 
resignation of EarlCowper,May4, 
1882, retaining his seat in the 
Cabinet. He arrived in Dublin 
Castle on May G, on the evening of 
which day Lord Frederick Caven¬ 


dish, the newly-appointed Chief 
Secretary, and Mr. Thomas A. 
Burke, the Under-Secretary, were 
stabbed to death by assassins in 
the Phoenix Park, close to the 
Castle. After this it fell to Lord 
Spencer to administer the provi¬ 
sions of the Crimes Act. In March, 
1SS3, Earl Spencer resigned the 
office of Lord President of the 
Council, hut still remained a mem¬ 
ber of the Cabinet, until the close 
of 3VIr. Gladstone’s administration 
in June, 18b5. On the return of 
Mr. Gladstone to office in Feb. 
of tho following year. Lord Spencer 
became for the second time Lord 
President of the Council. By this 
time he had adopted Home Rule 
opinions, and his support was of 
great value to the government, 
though, as it afterwards appeared, 
it did not carry the Bill. The 
University of Dublin conferred on 
Lord Spencer the honorary degree 
of LL.D. June 30,1883. His lord- 
ship is Lord-Lieutenant of Horth- 
ampton shire. 

SPEHCER, Herbert, was bom at 
Derby in 1820. He was educated 
by his father, a teacher in Derby, 
and his uncle, tho Rev. Thomas 
Spencer, a clergyman of tho Estab¬ 
lished Church, who was active in 
various philanthropic movements. 
At the age of seventeen he became 
a civil engineer, but after about 
eight years abandoned the profes¬ 
sion, having during this period 
contributed various papers to the 
Civil Engineers* and Architects* Jour~ 
mil. His first productions in gene¬ 
ral literature were in the shape of 
a series of letters on " Tho Proper 
Sphere of Government/’ published 
in the Nonconformist newspaper in 
1842, which were reprinted in pam¬ 
phlet form. From 1818 to 1853 he 
was engaged as sub-editcr of the 
Economist } and during this time 
published his first considerable 
■work, fr Social Statics: or, the Con¬ 
ditions essential to Human Happi¬ 
ness specified, and the first of them 
developed/’ 1851, Vurious articles# 
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chiefly for the Westminster and 
other quarterly reviews, wore writ- 
ton during the next four years. In 
]855 appeared his "Principles of 
Psychology/* which interpreted the 
phenomena of mind on the general 
principle of evolution (this wub four 
years beforo the "Origin of Spe¬ 
cies ** appeared). A break down in 
health followed, which prevented 
work for eighteen months. 1857* 
1858, and 1859, wore occupied in 
wnting various essays for the 
quarterly roviews, &c. In 1800 Mr. 
Spencer issued the programme of 
his "System of Synthetic Philo¬ 
sophy/* which jrroposed to carry 
out in its application to all orders 
of phenomena tho general law of 
evolution set forth in two essays 
published in 1857. To tho execu¬ 
tion of this project his subsequent 
life has been mainly do voted. Of 
the works composing the System, 
the following have already been

1886) . Beyond his own proper 
work Mr. Spencer has published 
eight parts of the "Besoriptivo 
Sociology/’ classified and arranged 


by himself, and compiled by Prof. 
Duncan, Dr. Scheppig, and Mr. 
Collier. This work was originally 
undertaken simply for the purpose 
of providing himself with materials 
for the "Principles of Sociology/* 
hut was eventually published for 
the use of others. Part VIII,, 
published in 1881, contained the 
announcement that having diming 
the imccoding 14 years sunk be¬ 
tween ,£3,000 and £4,000 in (he 
undertaking, he could no longer 
continue it. Mr. Spencer paid a 
visit to the United States in 1882. 
On May 32, 3883, ho was elected a 
correspondent of the French Aca¬ 
demy of Moral and Political 
Sciences, for the section of Philo¬ 
sophy, in the room of Emerson, 
but lie declined that in common 
with all Academic honours. Mr. 
Spencer's works liavo boon exten¬ 
sively translated. All are rendered 
into French, nearly all into Ger¬ 
man and Russian, many into 
Italian and Spanish ; and the work 
on Education has appeared also in 
Hungarian, Bohemian, Polish, 
Dutoh, Danish, Swedish, Greek, 
Japanese, and ChineBO. 

SPIELHAGEN, Friedrich, a Ger¬ 
man novelist, was born at Magde¬ 
burg, February 20,1829, being tho 
son of a Government official. At 
an early age ho accompanied his 
father to Stralsiuid, and on this 
journey the sea made a lasting im¬ 
pression on the susceptible mind of 
the future novelist, who has in 
most of his works described lifo 
and incidents at sea with remark¬ 
able force and vividness. In 1847 
he entered the University of Berlin, 
and then removed to Bonn, where 
be applied himself to tho study of 
the law for about six months, and 
then turned his attention to philo¬ 
logical and literary studies, which 
he pursued with great zeal at Ber¬ 
lin and Greifswald. In 1864 he 
settled at Leipzig, where he taught 
in the Gymnasium, hut the suddon 
death of hiB father changed his cir¬ 
cumstances and prospects, and led 
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to his adopting litoratnro as a pro¬ 
fession. Since the year 1854 he 
has brought out* with ever increas¬ 
ing^ success, a series of novels, 
which have gained for him a fore¬ 
most place among German writers 
of fiction. His larger worts are: 
" Problematical Natures/' 1861, 
9th edit. 1880, and its sequel 
"Through Night to Light/' 1862; 
"Hammer and Anvil/' 1869, 8th 
edit. 1881; " Ever Forward ! ” 
1872 ; "What the Swallow Sang/ 1 
1873; and " Storm-Floods,” 1878. 
He has also written " The Hohen- 
steins/' 1SG4; "Rank and File,” 
186G; "Low Land/' 1879; and 
"Quisisana,” 1880. Among his 
smaller pieces are "Clara Yere,” 
1857 ; "Onthe Downs,” 1858: "At 
the Twelfth Hour,” 1803; "The 
Rose of the Court/' 1SG4; " Hans 
and Margaret/' a village story, 
1868; "The Village Coquette” 
1809; "German Pioneers,” 18/0j 
"Ultimo,” 1873; "Tlie Skeleton in 
the House/' 1879 ; and " Angela,” 
1881; two comedies, " Love for 
Love,” 1875, and " Hans and Mar¬ 
garet,” 187G : and " Uhlenhamns/' 
2 vols., 1881, a family romance, 
with political background, repre¬ 
senting the period 1830-40. 

SFULLER, Eugene, a French 
politician, born at Seurre (Cote- 
d'Or), Dec. 8, 1885, studied at 
the Lyceum and the Faculty of 
Laws at Dijon, and became a 
member of the Paris bar in 
1862. After having been em¬ 
ployed in several political cases, he 
abandoned the legal profession in 
order to engage in active political 
life and j ournalism. At the general 
election of 1863 he supported, at 
priyate meetings, the candidature 
of Emile Ollivier against the official 
candidature of M. Yarin, in the 
third circonscription of the Seine. 
He then became editor of the 
.Europe of Frankfort, and contri¬ 
buted to the Nain Jaune, the Jour¬ 
nal do Paris, and the Journal do 
Gendve. Having formed a friend¬ 
ship with M. G ambotta, he became. 


| in 1868, one of the founders of the 
Mevvo Politique, ne was also one 
of the contributors to the Encxjclo- 
piklie GtSnrmlc (1869-70). At the 
legislative elections of 18G9 he 
opposed M. Emile Ollivicr's candi¬ 
dature, which, not long before, he 
had supported; and he vehemently 
opposed the plebiscite of May. 1870, 
publishing a " Petite If istoire du 
Second Emjnre, utile it lire avant 
le vote du Plebiscite.” After the 
revolution of Sept, 4, 1870, he was 
M. Gambetta's confidential friend 
and secretary, and in Nov. 1871, he 
became the principal editor of La 
Rejoublique Fran<;aiso . He resigned 
that post in 1876, when he was 
elected a Deputy for the 3rd arron- 
dissement of Paris. On Feb, 6, 
18S0, he was elected President of 
the Advanced Left Deputies, de¬ 
feating the more Radical M. Boys- 
set by 51 to 37. Besides the works 
already cited, M. Spuller has writ¬ 
ten, " Michelet, sa vie et se3 
oeuvres/' 1376; " Ignace de Loyola 
et la Coinpagnie tie Jesus,” 1876; 
and "LaCoinpagnie de Jeans devant 
l'Histoire/' 1877; and a collection 
of his " Conferences,” 1879. 

SPURGEON, Charles Haddon, 
bom at Kelvedon, Essex, June 19, 

, 1834, was educated at Colchestor, 
Cambridge, and elsewhere, and be¬ 
came usher in a school at New- 
market. Some of his relatives, 
who were Independents, proposed 
that he should enter one of their 
colleges; but as he had adopted 
Baptist views, ho joined the con¬ 
gregation which had been presided 
over by the late Robert Hall, at 
Cambridge. He now actively en¬ 
gaged in Christian work? and at 
Fevershom, near Cambridge, at the 
age of sixteen, he delivered his 
first sermon; and shortly after¬ 
wards accepted an invitation to 
become pastor at Wntorbench. He 
now became a well-known charac¬ 
ter ; the chapel at Water beach was 
filled, while orowds contented 
themselves with listening from the 
outside. Invitations to preach 
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were sent from surrounding places, 
liis fame readied London, and lie 
was offored the Pastorate of the 
Church mooting in New Park-street 
chapel, in Southwark, in which l)r. 
BipiJon at one time preached. Mr. 
Spurgeon first preached before a 
London congregation in 1853, with 
so much success, that ore two years 
had elapsed it was considered ne¬ 
cessary to enlarge the building, 
pending which alteration he offi¬ 
ciated for four months at Exeter 
Hall, That edifice was crowded, 
and hundreds were turned away 
from the doors. The enlargement 
of the chapel in Park-btreet, how¬ 
ever, proved insufficient, and 
hearers multiplied with such ra¬ 
pidity, that it became expedient to 
engage the Surrey Music Hall. A 
lament able accident occurred with¬ 
in its walls in Oct. 1860, and Mr. 
Spurgeon’s followers determined to 
build a suitable edifice for their 
services. The Metropolitan Taber¬ 
nacle was opened in 1801, and 
is alwayB full to overflowing. 
Mi*. Spurgeon has xmblished 
a sermon weekly since the first 
week of 1855 j and at the end 
of 1885 the series—inclusive of 
double numbers—had reached No, 
l,87C, or thirty-one auuualvolumes. 
The weekly circulation is about 
25,000. lie has published a num¬ 
ber of other works, the chief of 
which is “ Tlio Treasury of David,” 
or an expiosition of the Psalms, in 
seven volumes, Svo. The Stock- 
well Orphanage, founded iu 1807, 
has since been enlarged to accom¬ 
modate 250 boys, and as many 
girls, and down to 1880 more than 
1,000 children had been received. 
The Pastors' College, founded in 
186(5, has educated over 700 men, 
of whom in 1885, 538 were still 
engaged as x>astors, missionaries, 
or evangelists, in tlio Baptist deno¬ 
mination, The Metropolitan Ta¬ 
bernacle Colportage Association 
has some eighty or ninety agents, 
occupying districts in different 
parts of tlie eountryj who, in 


addition to other service, sell pure 
literature in the course of a year to 
the amount of about <£9,000. “ A 
Book Fund,” carried on in Mr. 
Spurgeon’s house, and superin¬ 
tended by Mrs. Spurgeon, has iu 
ten years supxfiied indigent minis¬ 
ters of various denominations, free 
of cost, with over 80,000 volumes. 
In 1879 Mr. Spurgeon received "A 
Silver Wedding” Testimonial of 
over ,£0,000. In 1H8-1, on his at¬ 
taining his 60th yeai*, another sum 
of about £5,000 was presented. 
The whole of these funds wore dis¬ 
tributed in charity, £5,000 having 
been devoted to the endowment of 
the Tabernacle almshouses. 

SQUIER,Ephraim George, was born 
at Bethlehem, Now York, June 37, 
1821. In his youth he worked on a 
farm in summer, and taught school 
in winter. Subsequently he edited 
various local newspapers, and 
studied engineering. Removing to 
Ohio, he undertook, in conjunction 
with Dr. E. II. Davis, an. explora¬ 
tion of the aboriginal monuments 
in the Valley of the Mississippi, of 
which the results are given in the 
first volume of the "Smithsonian 
Contributions to Knowledge,” 1818, 
H e subsequently publishe d “ Abori¬ 
ginal Monuments of the State of 
New York,” 1849. In 1818 he was 
appointed Charge d’Affaires to the 
republics of Central America. In 
1853 lie went again to Central 
America to report upon a line for 
a proposed interoceanic railway, for 
which a company was formed, of 
which he was made secretary j but 
the work has never been begun. 
He silent 18(53-64 in Peru (as 
United SfcateB Commissioner), ex¬ 
amining the remains of the Inca 
works, of which he took hundreds 
of jfiiotograplis. Returning to Now 
York he began to prepare an ex¬ 
haustive work on the subject, but 
the completion of the work was for 
several years interrupted by a 
mental disorder, from which ho 
however subsequently recovered so 
far as to bo able to revise the x>or- 
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tions already written, and to super¬ 
intend their publication, under the 
title "Peru: Incidents and Ex¬ 
plorations in the Laud of the Incas,” 
1 877. Besides numerous reports 
and scientific papers, he has pub¬ 
lished: “ Nicaragua j its People, 
Scenery, and Monuments.” 1852; 
*' Notes on Central America,” 1851; 
'* Waikna/' a story of adventure, 
partly imaginary, on the Mosquito 
Shore, 1355 j “ The States of Cen¬ 
tral America,” 1857, revised, 1870 ; 
"Monograph of Authors who lmve 
written on the Aboriginal Lan¬ 
guages of’America,” I860; and 
“ Tropical Fibres and their Econo¬ 
mic Extraction,” 1801. lie has 
received the medal of the French 
Geographical Society j is a member 
of many learned associations j and 
was, in 1871, President of the An¬ 
thropological Society of New York. 
A recurrence of the mental disorder 
has of late incapacitated him for all 
labour. 

STAINER, John, Mug. Doc., was 
born in 1810, and was a chorister at 
St. Paul's between 1817 and 1850. 
At the age of sixteen he became 
organist to St. Michael's College, 
Tenbury, then recently founded by 
SirF. Cr. Ouseley,Professor of Music 
in the University of Oxford ; and, 
three years afterwards, he was, at 
the early ago of nineteen, made 
organist of Magdalen College, Ox¬ 
ford. He seized the opportunity of 
graduating in arts as well as in 
music, proceeding to Mus. Bac. in 
1859, B.A. 1863, Mus. Doc. 1865, 
M.A. 1860. In 1860 Dr. Stainer 
had been appointed organist of the 
University Church by the then 
Yice-ChanccUor,theRev. Dr. J eune, 
late Bishop of Peterborough, and 
he held this appointment, together 
with the organistship of Magdalen, 
until 1872, when he was appointed 
to succeed Sir John Goss, as organist 
of St. Paul's Cathedral, London, 
where through his exertions the 
musie has risen to very high 
excellence. Dr, Slaiuer, who is a 
brilliant instrumentalist, has corn- 
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posed alargo number of anthems and 
Church, services, as well as songs of 
a secular character, while by his 
fi Treatise on Harmony ” (5th edit. 
1881), his educational primers on 
Harmony, Composition, and the 
Organ, and by his work on 11 The 
Music of the Bible,” he lms achieved 
a high reputation as a scientific 
musician. A cantata by Dr. Stainer, 
"The Daughter of Juirus,” wa* 
composed for and produced at the 
Worcester Festival, 1878. In 1833 
his cantata, “ St. Mary Magdalen,” 
was produced at the Gloucester 
Festival. Iu the same year Dr. 
Stainer was appointed Inspector of 
Music to the Education Depart¬ 
ment in the place of Dr. Hullah, 
ancl also had the honour of beini* 
nominated a member of the Council 
of the Royal College of Mubic by 
H.R.H. the Prince of Wales. In 
1885 Dr, Stainer received the degree 
of Mus. Doc. honoris causa, from 
the University of Durlmm. He is 
an honorary member of the Royal 
Academy or Music, an honorary 
Fellow of the Tonic Solfa College, 
and one of the vice-presidents of 
the College of Organists. From 
time to time Dr. Stainer has acted 
as musical examiner to the Uni¬ 
versities of Oxford, Cambridge, 
and London. 

STANFORD, Charles ViUiere, id 
the son of the late John Stanford, 
E&q., Examiner to the Irish Court 
of Chancery. He was born at 
Dublin, Dec. 30,1852, and received 
bis first musical instruction from 
Mr. A. O'Leary, and Sir R. P, 
Stewart. In 1870 he matriculated 
at Queen's College, Cambridge, but 
shortly afterwards migrated to 
Trinity, where, on the death of Dr. 
J. L. Hopkins in 3873, he was 
elected organist of the College, 
a post he has retained ever since. 
In the same year ho was appointed 
conductor of the University Musical 
Society. In 1874 Dr. Stanford 
graduated in classical honours, and 
shortly afterwards studied music 
at Leipzig, under Reinecke, and at 
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Berlin, under Kiel. His principal 
compositions up to 1876, are a 
betting of Klopstouk's Hymn " Die 
Auferstehung^’ (op. 5), incidental 
music to Tennyson’s “ Queen 
Mary i3 (op. 6), and a setting of 
the 4Gth Psalm (op. 8), first per¬ 
formed by the Cambridge Univer¬ 
sity Musical Society in 1876. In 
1877 Dr. Stanford took tho degree 
of M.A, In the same year an 
overture by him was produced at 
the Gloucester Festival, and a 
Symphony at the Crystal Palace. 
The next few years were devoted 
to the writing of various chamber 
compositions, two church services 
(one of which was written for the 
Festival of tho Sons of the Clergy 
in 1880), and a grand opera, “ The 
Veiled Prophet of Klioras&an” 
(libretto by W. Barclay Scjuiro), 
which was produced at Hanover, 
Fa ib. 6,1881, In 1882 an Elegiac 
Symphony was performed at Cam¬ 
bridge, a Choral Hymn (op. 10) to 
words by Klopstock at St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, and an Orchestral Sere¬ 
nade (op. 17) at the Birmingham 
Festival. Shortly afterwards he 
published a collection of old Irish 
songs. At the opening ol‘ the 
Royal College of Music Dr. Stan¬ 
ford was appointed Professor of 
Composition and Orchestral play¬ 
ing, and in 1883 the honorary 
degroe of Mus. Doc. was conferred 
upon him by tho University of 
Oxford. In 1884 he produced two 
new operas, " Savonarola ” at 
Hamburg, and (within a fortnight) 
" Tho Canterbury Pilgrims w at 
Drury Lane $ the librettos of both 
works were by G. A. A’Beckott. 
The same year witucsscd the pro¬ 
duction at the Norwich Festival 
of a setting of Walt. Whitman’s 
Elegiac Ode for Abraham Lincoln 
(op. 21), three Cavalier Songs 
(words by Robert Browning) (op. 
18), and a pianoforte sonata (op. 
20 , played at the Monday Popular 
Concerts). In 1885 Dr. Stanford 
was elected Conductor of the Bach 
Choir, His oratorio ** The Three 
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Holy Children 33 (op. 22) was pro¬ 
duced at the Birmingham Fostival, 
and his music to the “ Eumenides n 
(op. 23) of iEschylus at the 
performance of the play at Cam¬ 
bridge. His latest works are a 
choral setting of Tennyson's 
ballad, "The Revcngo’ - ’ (op. 24 , 
performed at tho Leeds Festival of 
1886), nud a pianoforte quintet! 
(op. 25). 

STANHOPE, The Right Hon. 
Edward, the second son of Philip 
Henry, fifth Earl Stanhope, and 
Emily Harriet, daughter of General 
Sir Edward Kerrison, was born in 
Grosvenor place, Sept. 24-, 1810, 
and educated at Harrow, and 
Christ Church, Oxford. He ob¬ 
tained a first class in mathematics 
at the first public examination, 
Dec. 18G1, graduated B.A., 1862, 
M.A., 1863; and was elected Fellow 
of All SoulsV 1862. Ho was called 
to the Bar in 1863, and was elected 
M.P. for Mid-Lincolnshire in Feb. 
1871, for which constituency ho 
sat until 1885, when he was elected 
for the Horncastle Division of that 
county. He was parliamentary 
Secretary to the Board of Trade 
from Nov. 1875 to April, 1878, 
Under Secretary of State for India 
from that date until April, 1880, 
Vice-President of tho Committee 
of Council on Education from 
June to August,1885, and President 
of the Board of Trade from the 
latter date until Jmi, lbbO. Ho is 
a Trustee of tho National Por¬ 
trait Gallery. In Lord Salisbury’s 
Cabinet of August, 1886, ho was 
appointed Secretary of State for 
the Colonies. 

STANLEY, The Right Hon. Frede¬ 
rick Arthur, Lord Stanley of Pres¬ 
ton, G.C.B., younger son of tho 
fourteenth, and brother of the 
present Earl of Derby, by Emma, 
second daughter of the first Lord 
Skolmersdale, was born in London 
in 1811, and received his educa¬ 
tion at Eton. Ho entered the 
Grenadier Guards in 1858, was 
appointed Lieutenant and Captain 
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in 18G2, and retired in I 860 . He 
represented Preston in the House 
of Commons, in the Conservative 
interest, from July, I 860 , till Dec. 
1868, when he was elected for North 
Lancashire. Ho wilb a Lord of the 
Admiralty from Aug. to Dec. 1808, 
and Financial Secretary for War 
from Feb. 1874, till Aug. 1877, 
when he became Financial Secre¬ 
tary to the Treasury. On April 2, 
J 878, Colonel Stanley was appointed 
Secretary of State for War, in suc¬ 
cession to Mr. Hardy, now Lord 
Cranbroolc, and was sworn of the 
Privy Council. In the autumn re¬ 
cess of that year ho and Mr. W. H. 
Smith, the First Lord of the Ad¬ 
miralty, with a numerous suite, 
visited the island of Cyprus. He 
went out of office with his party in 
April, 1880. In Lord Salisbury's 
government he was Socrctai*y of 
State for the Colonies from June, 
1885, till Feb. 1886, and in the 
Cabinet of August, 1886, was ap¬ 
pointed President of the Board of 
Trade, and raised to the peerage 
with the title of Lord Stanley of 
Preston. He married in 1861, 
Lady Constance, eldest daughter 
of the fourth Earl of Clarendon. 
Lord Stanley is heir presumptive 
to the Earldom of Derby. 

STANLEY.HenryM,, was born near 
Denbigh, in Wales, in 1810. When 
three years old ho was placed in 
the poor-house of St. Asaph, where 
he remained ten years, and received 
an education which enabled him to 
teach in a school. At the age of 
fifteen ho soiled as cabin-hoy in 
a vessel bound for New Orleans. 
Hero he was adopted hy a merchant 
namod Stanley, whose name he 
took, in place of his original one, 
which was John Howlands. His 
patron died without leaving a will, 
and young Stanley was loft to his 
own resources. He enlisted in the 
Confederate army, was made a 
prisoner, and subsequently joined 
the Federal service, becoming a 
petty-officer on a war-steamer. 
After thu close of the war he be¬ 


came a newspaper correspondent, 
and in 18G7 was Bent by the New 
York Herald as its correspondent 
with the British army in Abyssinia, 
and subsequently travelled in Spain 
and elsewhere. He was finally sent 
by the conductor of the Herald to 
find Dr. Livingstone, of whom no¬ 
thing had been heard for more 
than two years. Stanley reached 
Zanzibar, on the east coast of 
Africa, early in Jan. 1871, and on 
the 2 Sth of October reached TJjiji, 
on Lake Tanganyika, where Living¬ 
stone had just arrived from the 
south-west. Stanley remained with 
him until Feb. 1872, when Living¬ 
stone started on the journey from 
which he never returned, and 
Stanley made his way back to 
Europe. The eclat of this exploit 
induced the conductors of the New 
York Herald and of the London 
Daily Telegraph to send him, at 
their own expense, on another Afri¬ 
can expedition. He reached Zanzi- 
i bar in the autumn of 1874, and 
learning that Livingstone was dead, 
resolved to go north-westward, and 
explore the region of Lake Victoria 
N*yanza. This, after many en- 
countcrswith the natives,he reached 
in Feb. 1873, and found it to be 
the largest body of fresh water on 
the globe, having an area of 40,000 
square miles. He then pushed west¬ 
ward towards Lake Albert N'yanza, 
and was able to satisfy himself that 
it was not, as had been generally 
supposed, connected with Lake Tan¬ 
ganyika. Forced by the hostility 
of the natives to return to Ujiji, he 
determined to descend the great 
river discovered by Livingstone, 
and believed by him to be the Nile, 
but which otherB thought was the 
Congo, and named by Livingstone 
the Lu&laba, and by Stanley the 
Livingstone. The descent, chiefly 
by canoes, occupied him eight 
months, cost him the lives of thirty- 
five out of his one hundred and 
fifty men, and was accomplished 
under the greatest difficulties and 
privations. On reaching a settle- 
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mont on the coast, a Portuguese 
national vessel took him to St, Paul 
do Lotindftj whence an English 
vessel conveyed the party to the 
Capo o f Good Hope, and thence to 
Zanzibar. Here his men were 
left at their homo j and Stanley 
reached England in Pol). 1878. 
He has published an account of 
his first expedition, under the title 
“ How I found Livingstone/' 1872. 
Of his other expedition an account 
is given in “ Through the Dark 
Continent/' 1878 (abridged edition, 
1885). The President of the French 
Geographical Society presented the 
Cross of Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour to Mr. Stanley at the Sor- 
bonne, Paris, Juno 28, 1878. In 
1879-82 ho visited Africa again, 
under the auspices of the African 
International Association founded 
at Brussels, The object he had in 
view was to develop the great 
basin of the river Congo. The 
King of tho Belgians devoted from 
his private purse .£50,000 per annum 
towards this costly enterprise. Ho 
eomplotedtho work in 1881, having 
established trading stations along 
the Congo River from its mouth to 
Stanley Pool, 1100 miles by river. 
In 1885 he published “ The Congo 
and the Founding of its Free 
State.” At the end of 1886 Mr. 
Stanley was charged with the or¬ 
ganisation of an expedition for the 
relief of Emin Pasha, and on Jan. 
13, 1887, was presented with the 
honorary freedom of tho City of 
London. 

STANSFELB, The Right Hon. 
James, M.P., the eldest son of Mr. 
James Stansfeld, of Moorlands, 
Judge of the County Court of York¬ 
shire, at Halifax (who died Jan, 
29, 1872), was bom at Halifax in 
1820, and educated at University 
College, London, where lie attained 
the degree of LL.B, He was called 
to the Bar at the Inner Temple in 
1810; was elected one of the mem¬ 
bers for Halifax, in the advanced 
Liberal interest, in April 1850; 
was appointed a Lord of the Ad¬ 


miralty in April, 18G3, and resigned 
in April, 1801, owing to the dis¬ 
satisfaction caused by his intimacy 
with tho conspirator Miizzini. Ho 
1 was appointed Under-Secretary of 
State under Lord Russell's second 
administration, in Feb. 1880, and 
retired in June of that year. Hu 
was made Third Loi d of tho Trea¬ 
sury on Mr. Gladstone's coming 
into oillce iii Dec. 1808, and in 
Oct. 1809 he succeeded Mr. Ayrton 
os one of the joint Secretaries to 
tho Treasury. The latter office ho 
resigned in March, LH71, when he 
succeeded Mr. Goschenns President 
of the Poor Law Board. He was 
appointed the first President of thu 
new Local Government Board in 
Aug. 1871 j and held tlmt office till 
the resignation of Mr. Gladstone’s 
Cabinet in Jan. 1874. Mr. Stuns- 
feld supported Mr. Gladstone's 
Home Rule policy, and in 188G, on 
the resignation of Mr. Chamberlain, 
succeeded him as President of the 
Local Government Board, re-enter¬ 
ing thu Cabinet for the first time 
for twelve years. He lias continued 
to bit for Halifax Binco 1859. Mr. 
Stansfeld is chiefly known through¬ 
out the country for his opposition 
to the Contagious Diseases Acts, 
and his support of woman's 
suffrage. 

STAPLETON, Augustus Granville, 
bom in 1800, was educated at 
Rugby and St. John's, Cambridge. 
He was appointed 2 irivato secretary 
to Mr. Canning in 1822. At that 
statesman’s death lie was made a 
Commissioner of Customs by desire 
of George J V., us fr a tribute to 
Mr. Canning's memory/' and hav¬ 
ing been entrusted with Canning's 
papers, he published, in 1830, his 
“ Political Life " during his last 
tenure of office.

1872 Sir John Steele executed in 
bronze a full-size copy of liis co¬ 
lossal statue of Sir Walter Scott, 
for the Central Pork, Hew York; 
and ho has completed tho Scottish 
National Memorial to the late 
Prince Consort, which is erected in 
the centre of Charlotte Square, 
Edinburgh, and was inaugurated 
in August, 187G,by the Queen, who 
conferred the honour of knighthood 
on the sculptor. Ho has executed 
a colossal bronze statue of the late 
Dr, Thomas Chalmers, erected in 
George Street, Edinburgh, and for 
America a colossal statue in bronze 
of the great Scottish poet, Eobert 
Burns, erected in the Central Park, 
New York, as well as a replica of it 
for Dundee. He lately executed a 
large monumental work in memory 
of those who fell of the 42nd Eoyal 
Highlanders in the Russian war; 
it is in fine statuary marble, and 
orected in tho Dunkeld Cathedral; 
and a large allogorical frieze for 
Montreal. He was marrie d early in 
life to a daughter of John Graham, 
Esq., of Edinburgh. 

STEINITZ, W., a noted chess 
player, is a native of Prague, of 
humble origin, and a seS-made 
man. Brought up in an uncon¬ 
genial home, he early acquired 
that severity of character for 
which he is notorious, He went 
to Vienna to improve his educa¬ 


tion and his chess, and in 1802 he 
was deputed by the Vienna Chess 
Club to take part in the tourna¬ 
ment then organized in London. 
He played in Baden-Baden in 1870. 
In 1873 he won the great tourna¬ 
ment in Vienna, and at the Lon¬ 
don chess tournament in 1883 he 
secured tho second prize. In 188G 
ho playod against Zukertort, in 
America, for the championship. 
He prefers, however, to devote 
himself more to studying the game 
than playing, and ho contributes 
extensively to chess literature. 

STEPHEN, Sir Alfred, K.C.M.G., 
C.B., third son of the late John 
Stephen, a Judge of the Supreme 
Court of New South Wales, bom 
in 1802, was educated at the Char¬ 
terhouse, and the Grammar School 
of Honiton, Devon. He was called 
to tho Bar in 1823, and appointed a 
Judge of the Supreme CourL of Now 
South Wales, in 1830, having pre¬ 
viously held, for several years, tho 
posts of Solicitor-General and At¬ 
torney-General of Tasmania. He 
was Chief Justice of New South 
Wales from 1844 till Nov. 1873 ; 
received the honour of knighthood 
in 1846 ; was nominated President 
of the Legislative Council, on its 
creation in 1856, but resigned in 
the following year j was created a 
C.B. in 18G2; administered the 
government of the colony, on the 
retirement of the Earl of Bclmore, 
from Eeb. 23 to June 2, 1872; was 
created a IC.C.M.G. in 1874; was 
appointed Governor of New South 
Wales in Nov. 1873.

STEPHEN, The Hon. Sir James 
Eit^james, K.C.S.I., D.C.L., eldest 
son of the late Eight Hon. Sir 
James Stephen, born at Ken¬ 
sington Gore, London, March 3, 
1829, and oducated at Trinity Col¬ 
lege, Cambridge, where he gradu¬ 
ated B.A. in 1862, was called to 
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the B.ir at the Inner Temple, in 
Jan., 1864. He chose the Mid¬ 
land Circuit, becamo Recorder of 
Newark-on-Trent (1830-68), and 
acted as counsel for the Rev. Row¬ 
land ’Williams when that gentle¬ 
man -was tried by the Court of 
Arches on a charge of heresy pre- 
ferred against him by the Bishop 
of Salisbury. His speech was 
reprinted in a separate form in 
1862. He was an unsuccessful 
candidate for the representation 
of Harwich in 1865, and for the 
Recordorship of London on the 
resignation of Mr. Russell Gurney. 
In Dec. 1869, ho received the 
appointment of Legal Member 
of the Council of the Governor- 
General of India, in the place of 
Mr. (now Sir Henry) Maine, and 
he hold it till April, 1S72, when he 
returned to this country. During 
the three years he spent in India 
he laboured hard to consolidate, 
abbreviate, and simplify Indian 
law. In 1876 he unsuccessfully 
contested Dundee. He was ap¬ 
pointed hy the Inns of Court Pro¬ 
fessor of Common Law in Dec. 
1875, and a member of the coun¬ 
cils of legal education and law 
reporting. In 1877 he was nomi¬ 
nated a K.O.S.I.; and in 1S78 a 
member of the Royal Commission 
appointed to inquire into the 
provisions of a Draft Coder elating 
to Indictable Offences. Sir James 
has published a “ General Yiew of 
the Criminal Law of England,” 
18G3j “Essays by a Barrister” 
reprinted from the Saturday Review, 
1SG2; “Liberty, Equality, and 
Fraternity,” 1873 ; “ A Digest of 
the Law of Evidence,” and a 
"Digest of the Criminal Law,” 
1877, which formed the basis of 
an elaborate Bill on Indictable 
Offences which was brought for¬ 
ward in the House of Commons by 
the Attorney-General (Sir John 
Holker) on the part of the Govern¬ 
ment, in 1878, and tho consideration 
of which was postponed till the 
following session. In Jan. 1879, 
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he was appointed to a Judgeship 
of the High Court of Justice 
(Exchequer Division), vacant by 
the resignation of Baron Cleasby. 
Since then he has published "A 
History of the Criminal Law of 
England,” 3 vols., 1883, and other 
works. 

STEPHEN, Leslie, M.A., son of 
the late Sir James Stephen, the 
author of " Essays on Ecclesiastical 
Biography,” and brother of Mr. 
Justice Stephen, was bom at Ken¬ 
sington, Nov. 28, 1832, and edu¬ 
cated at Eton School and at King’s 
College, London, whence he pro¬ 
ceeded to Trinity Hall, Cambridge, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1851 
and M.A. in 1857. For several 
years he was Fellow and Tutor of 
Trinity Hall. In 1S64 Mr. Stephen 
left Cambridge, and since then 
he has been actively engaged in 
literary pursuits in London. He 
wa3 editor of the Cnrnhi.il Magazine 
from 1H71 till 1882, when he re¬ 
signed that post in order to under¬ 
take the responsible task of editing 
the important “ Dictionary of Na¬ 
tional Biography,” which is in 
course of publication by Messrs. 
Smith, Elder, & Co., m a series of 
quarterly volumes. In May, 1883, 
he was elected to the Lectureship 
of English Literature at Cam¬ 
bridge, founded in honour of the 
late W. G. Clark, of Trinity Col¬ 
lege, but only held the ofiice for 
a year. Mr. Stephen married 
Harriet Marian, younger daughter 
of Mr. William Makepeace Thacke¬ 
ray, the celebrated novelist. (This 
lady died in 1875.) He married, 
secondly, in 1878, Julia Frineep 
Duckworth. His separate publica¬ 
tions are:—“The Playground of 
Europe,” 1871 j “Hours in a 
Library,” 1st series, 1871, 2nd 
series, 1876, 3rd series, 1879; 
“ Essays on Freethinking and 
Plain Speaking,” 1873) "History 
of English Thought in the 18th 
Century,” 1876; "The Science of 
Ethics,” 1882; and "Johnson,” 
" Pope,” and “ Swift,” in " English 
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Men of Letters.” lie edited 
Fielding's works., "with a bio¬ 
graphical essay,” 10 vols., 1882. 
His latest hook is “The Life of 
Henry Fawcett,” 1885. Mr. Leslie 
Stephen has also contributed 
numerous articles to the Saturday 
Review and tho Pall Mall Gazette. 

STEWART, Balfour, M. A., LL.D., 
F.R.S., born Nov. 1, 1828, at 
Edinburgh, was educated at the 
Universities of St. Andrews and 
Edinburgh. He was appointed 
Director of the Kew Observatory, 
July 1, 1859; Secretary to the 
Meteorological Committee, Jan. 1, 
1867—an appointment which he 
afterwards resigned; Professor 
of Natural Philosophy in Owens 
College, Manchester, July 7, 1870, 
which appointment he now holds. 
Dr. Stewart is the discoverer of 
the law of equality between the 
absorptive and radiative powers of 
bodies, for which he received tho 
Rumford Medal from the Royal 
Society in 1808. Ho is the author, 
jointly with Messrs, Do la Rue and 
Loewy, of " Researches on Solar 
Physics; ” joint author with Pro¬ 
fessor Tait of researches on the 
" Heating produced by Rotation in 
Yocuo;" and has written numerous 
papers on " Meteorology and Mag¬ 
netism,” one of the latest of these 
being on article on “Terrestrial 
Magnetism,” for the " Encyclo¬ 
paedia Britannica,” in which he 
advances a working hypothesis. 
He is author of an "Elementary 
Treatise on Heat,” published by 
tho Clarendon Press, Oxford; 
"Lessons in Elementary Physics,” 
1871; "Physics,” 1872, being one 
of a series of " Science Primers; ” 
"The Conservation of Energy,” 
1874, and in connexion with Mr, 
Gee, the first volume of " Practical 
Physics,” in 1885. He is the 
author, jointly with Professor Tait, 
of the " Unseen Universe,” a hook 
which has gone through twelve 
editions; and he is one of a Com¬ 
mittee appointed to advise the 
Government on the subject of 


Solar riiysics. Ho is at present 
the President of the Physical 
Society of London, and of the 
Society for Psychical Research, 
STEWART, General Sir Donald 
Martin, Bait., G.C.B., was bom in 
1824. He received liis education 
at the University of Aberdeen, 
and entered the Bengal Staff Corps 
in 1840. He served against the 
ITill Tribes in the Peshnwur dis¬ 
trict in 1854 and 1855, when lie 
was honourably mentioned m the 
despatches. In May and June, 
1857, at the outbreak of tlie Sepoy 
Mutiny, he commanded the volun¬ 
teers BOrving in the Allyglmr dis¬ 
trict. “When all communication 
with the upper provinces was cut 
off. Captain Stewart volunteered to 
carry despatches from the Govern¬ 
ment of the North-West Provinces 
to the officer commanding at Delhi. 
This he performed with success, 
and on his arrival at tho camp 
before Delhi ho was appointed 
Deputy Assistant - Adjutant - 
General, in which capacity he 
served with the field force through¬ 
out the siege of Delhi. He was 
again mentioned in despatches with 
signal approval, and was promoted 
to the brevet rank of Major. He 
afterwards served in the siege of 
Lucknow as Assistant-Adjutant- 
General, and throughout the cam¬ 
paign in Rohilcund. His services 
on this occasion were further recog¬ 
nised, and lie obtained a brevet of 
Lieutenant-Colonol, with the medal 
and two clasps. In the Abyssinian 
Expedition of 1867-68 Colonel 
Stewart commanded the Bengal 
Brigade during the Abyssinian 
War, and commanded for some 
time at Zulla and Senate. He was 
then rewarded with the title of C.B. 
He attained the rank of Lieutenant- 
Gen oral in 1877. He was in com¬ 
mand of the Candahar column of 
operations in the Afghan campaign 
from Nov. 1878 to April, 1880, and 
for his services received the thanks 
of Parliament and was made K.C.B, 
He commanded the field force which 
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inarched from Candahar to Cabul 
in April, 1880, fought and defeated 
the Afghans at Ahmed Kheyl, and 
again at Oorzoo. General Stewart 
subsequently held supreme com¬ 
mand of the army in Northern 
Afghanistan, and after dispatching 
Sir Frederick Roberts to the relief 
of Candahar, he carried out the 
withdrawal of the British Army 
from Cabul and Northern Afghan¬ 
istan. For these services he received 
the thanks of Parliament, and was 
made G.C.B. and baronet. In Sept. 
1S80, he was appointed Member of 
the Council of the Governor-Gene¬ 
ral, and in April,1881, succeeded Sir 
F. Haines as Commander-in-Chicf 
in India, Sir D. Stewart is now a 
member of the Indian Council* 
STEWART, Sir Robert Prescott, 
Mus. D., son of the late Mr. 
Charles Frederick Stewart, of 
Dublin, by Anna, daughter of Mr. 
Francis Dawson, of Monaghan, was 
born in Dublin in Dec. 1825, He 
received his education in the school 
of Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin, 
and at the age of eighteen he was 
appointed organist of Trinity Col¬ 
lege, Dublin, and of both the 
Dublin Cathedrals. He took the 
degrees of Bachelor and Doctor of 
Music in 1851, He composed an 
“Ode to Industry,” for the Exhi¬ 
bition held at Cork in 1852, and a 
“March,” which was played at the 
opening of the Dublin Exhibition 
in the following year. In 1858 he 
produced his cantata f< A Wintor- 
Night'sWake j ” and subsequently 
another cantata, “ The Eve of St. 
John.” He became Professor of 
Music in the University of Dublin 
in 1862, In 1872 he was knighted 
by the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
in acknowledgment of his musical 
attainments. He is a member of 
the Council of the Royal College of 
Music, Sir R. P. Stewart has writ¬ 
ten works on “ Irish Music,” and 
“Dance Formsj” “The Life and 
Works of Handel j” and many 
articles in the "Dictionary of 
Music,” edited by Sir George 


Grove. He was the first to re¬ 
model the organ compass in Ireland 
to the true German compass of C.: 
before his time both manual and 
pedal keyboards were erroneously 
made to begin at F or G. Sir B. 
P. Stewart was also the first to 
make the following literary curri¬ 
culum compulsory in the case of all 
musical graduates:—“ A Bachelor 
in Music must pass an Examination 
in the following subjects:—(1) 
English Composition, History, and 
Literature} (2) a modern Langu¬ 
age (Italian, French, or German); 
(3) Latin, or, instead of it, a second 
modern Language j (4) Arith¬ 
metic.” This was done imme¬ 
diately upon his election to the 
chair of Music in the University of 
Dublin in 1862, before which date 
no literary examination was re¬ 
quired of any graduate in music, 
at any College or University in 
the Kingdom. The Universities 
of Oxford, Cambridge, and London, 
adopted this idea in 1878 ; some 
private Colleges having done so 
about 1872. 

STEWART. Thomas Grainger, 
M.D., born in Edinburgh, Sept. 
23,1837, wns educated at the High 
School and University of Edin¬ 
burgh, and after ^ graduating, 
studied in the Universities and 
Hospitals of Berlin, Prague, and 
Vienna, especially under Virchow, 
Rokitansky, and Oppolzer. On his 
return to Edinburgh he became 
Resident Physician in the Royal 
Infirmary, and there made obser¬ 
vations upon the diagnosis of cer¬ 
tain forms of kidney disease, which 
attracted considerable attention. 
In 1802 he was appointed Patho¬ 
logist to the Royal Infirmary, and 
Lecturer on Pathology at Sur¬ 
geons* Hall. Dining the succeed¬ 
ing seven years he published nu¬ 
merous papers on pathological and 
clinical subjects, and in 1860 un¬ 
successfully contested the chair of 
General Pathology in the Univer¬ 
sity of Edinburgh. He then re¬ 
signed the Pathologistship and the 
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for Sick Children, and was elected 
ordinary Physician to the Royal 
Infirmary and Lecturer on Clinical 
Medicine. In 187(5, on the death 
of Dr. Warburton Begbie, he de¬ 
voted himself oxolusively to con¬ 
sulting practice, and in the autumn 
of the same year was, on the death 
of Dr. Laycock, appointed Pro¬ 
fessor of the Practice of Physic in 
the University of Edinburgh. Dr. 
Stewart is the author of a book on 
Bright's Diseases of the Kidneys, 
which has passed through two 
editions in this country, and two 
in America. The views embodied 
in this work have been to a large 
extent accoptod on the Continent 
as well as in this country. He has 
published many papers, particu¬ 
larly on the nervous system, the 
lungs, and the liver. Ho is a 
member of various learned societies 
at home and abroad. He has been 
President and Vice-President of 
the Medicine section of the British 
Medical Association, and of other 
Institutions, and has for many 
years taken a special interest in 
the Edinburgh Medical Students' 
Christian Association. In 1882 he 
was appointed Physician in Ordi¬ 
nary to Her Majesty the Queen in 
Scotland, in succession to the late 
Sir Robert Christison. Dr. Stewart 
has also published a volume of Lec¬ 
tures on the Nervous System, and 
three Lectures on Giddiness, being 
the first of a series of Clinical 
Studies on Important Symptoms. 
ETe is President of the Medieo- 
Chirurgical Society of Edinburgh. 

STIGAND, William, son of the 
late William Sbigand, Esq., of 
Devonport, born in 1827, was edu¬ 
cated at Shrewsbury and St. John's 
College, Cambridge. After study¬ 
ing the Equity branch of the profes¬ 
sion of the law, he was called to the 
bar at Lincoln's Inn in Juno, 1862; 
has resided at various times in 
France, Italy, and Germany, and 
has visited Spain and the East. 
He has written Cf A Vision of Bar- 


barossa, and other Poems/' I860; 
fr Athonais; or, the First Crusade/' 
I860; and "Life, Work, and 
Opinons of Heinrich Heine/' % 
vols., 1875. Mr. Stigand has con¬ 
tributed to the Quarterly and 
Edinburgh Reviews. 

STIRLING, James Hutchison, 
LL.D., born at Glasgow, June 22, 
1820, was educated at Glasgow 
University for nine consecutive 
winter sessions in arts and medi¬ 
cine, and spent six years afterwards 
in France and Germany. Ho be¬ 
came LL.D. of Edinburgh, 18G7j 
and a Foreign Member of the 
Philosophical Society of Berlin, 
1871. In earlier days he held ap¬ 
pointments as surgeon to the Hir- 
wain and other iron and coal works. 
South Wales, but he relinquished 
professional practice in 1851, and 
went to the Continent to pursue 
there those literary and philosophi¬ 
cal studies which, as a student at 
college, he had shown a taste for oi 
gained distinction in. Returning 
to England in 1857, he devoted 
himself to the study of philosophy 
and literary pursuits generally. 
Leaving earlier contributions out 
of view, he published in 18G5 
“ The Secret of Hegel," from the 
appearance of which work there 
dates in Groat Britain, academi¬ 
cally and generally, a new move¬ 
ment towards the study of philo¬ 
sophy, more particularly German 
and ancient. The following are 
the titles of his other works:— 
"Sir William Hamilton, on the 
Philosophy of Perception/' 18G5 ; 
K Schweglor's History of Philo¬ 
sophy, translated and annotated/’ 
18G7, Bixth edit. 1877 j "Jerrold, 
Tennyson, and Macaulay, with 
other Critical Essays/’ 18G8 j ff Ad¬ 
dress on Materialism/' 18G8 j "As 
Regards Protoplasm/' I8G9, second 
edit. 1872j "Lectures on the 
Philosophy of Law, &c./' 1873 j 
"Burns in Drama together with 
Saved Leaves," 1878. He has also 
contributed to periodicals. 

STIRLING, Mrs., an accom- 
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plished and v orsatile actresa,daugh- 
ter of the late Capt. Held, of the 
Hoi-Be Guards, bom in Queen 
Street, Mayfair, in 1817, was edu¬ 
cated at a convent in France, and 
on her return home, finding that 
her family had fallen into pecuniary 
difficulties, she determined, al¬ 
though then but sixteen years of 
age, to try her fortune upon the 
stage, Adopting the name of Miss 
Fanny Clifton, she obtained an 
engagement at the East London 
Theatre, at which her reception was 
encouraging, attributable in no 
small degree to her handsome per¬ 
son and musiciil voice. This was 
followed by a better engagoment 
at the Pavilion, where she met Mr. 
Ed wardSfcirliugjthe stage manager, 
to whom she was soon afterwards 
married. Mrs. Stirling's next pro¬ 
fessional engagement was with Mr. 
Davidge, of the Liverpool Theatre, 
where she remained one season, 
went to Birmingham, and soon 
after returned to London, And 
played at the Adelphi in " Victo- 
riue," " The Dream at Sea,” and 
other new pieces. About this time 
she accepted an engagement for 
three years under Mr. Macready, at 
Drury Lane, where she obtained 
important parts, and won her way 
to popularity. Her next engage¬ 
ment was at the Princess’s, where 
she took leading Shaksperian cha¬ 
racters, both tragic and comics and 
amongst these her Cordelia was 
regarded as the most successful, 
though in Rosalind, Desdemona, 
and Portia her talents were dis¬ 
played to great advantage. Mrs. 
Stirling's engagements at the 
Olympic and at the Strand Theatres, 
under Mr. Barren, and her later 
performances at the Haymarket, 
Adelphi, and St. James’s Theatres, 
were attended with great success, 
especially in the prominent parts 
of Lady Teazle, in Sheridan's 
comedy of "The School for Scan¬ 
dal,” Lady Gay Spanker, Maritana, 
the "Widow Green, Mrs, Brace¬ 
girdle, in the "Tragic Queen,” and 
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Peg Woffington. Her later roles 
have been tbe Nurse in "'Romeo 
and Julict/’and Martha in "Faust,” 
both at the Lyceum. 

STOCKS, Lumb, R.A., born 30th 
Nov., 1812, at Lightoliffe, near Hali- 
fax,Yorkshire, was educated at Hor¬ 
ton, near Bradford, and articled to 
Charles Rolls in 1827. Ho began his 
profession as line engraver in 1833, 
producing plates after Stothard, 
Sir W. Beechey, etc., for the 
annuals of that period, then for 
Findcn’s Gallery of British Art, 
" Fitting out Moses for the Fair,” 
after Maclise; and “Nell Gwynne,” 
after Charles Landseer j succeeded 
by " Raffaelle and the Fomarina,” 
after Sir A. TV. Callcott, for the 
Art-Union of London, in 1813; 
"The Dame School,” 1840, and 
" The Rubber ” in 1831, both after 
Webster, followed ; and for the 
Association for the Promotion of 
the Fine Arts in Scotland he en¬ 
graved " The Glee Maiden,” after 
Lauder; "The Gentle Shepherd,” 
after Wilkie, and others; "Bed 
Time.” after Frith, was engraved 
in 1853, in which year Mr. Stocks 
was elected an Associate Engraver 
of the Royal Academy. '• The Birth - 
day ” 1859, and " Claude Duval,” 
1803, also after Frith, followed; 
and in 1872, "The Meeting of 
Wellington and Blucher,” from the 
wall-painting in the Royal Gallery 
at Westminster, by Maclise, was 
completed, in which year Mr. 
Stocks was elected a Royal Acade¬ 
mician. "The Odalisque,” 1875, 
and "Tho Sister’s Kiss,” after Sir 
F. Leighton; "The Silken Gown,” 
after Faed; "A Souvenir of Velas¬ 
quez,” after Sir J. E. Millais; 
"Mario Antoinette,” "Charlotte 
Corday,” "Dr. Johnson in the Ante¬ 
chamber of Lord Chesterfield,” after 
E, M. Ward, have subsequently 
been engraved by Mr. Stocks. 

STOCKTON, Francis Richard, an 
American writer, was bom at Phila¬ 
delphia, April 5,1834. He gradu¬ 
ated from the Philadelphia Central 
High School in 1852, and began 
3 q 2 
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life as an engraver, but abandoned 
engraving to devote himself to 
journalism. His earliest writings 
were a mumbor of fantastic tales 
for children contributed to tho 
Riverside Magazine and other peri¬ 
odicals. He subsequently became 
connected with ft daily paper in 
Philadelphia, and afterwards ■with 
Hearth and Howie, New York. Later 
he joined the editorial staff of 
Scribner’s Monthly (now The Cen¬ 
tury), and on the establishment of 
St. Nicholas became its assistant 
editor. His “ Rudder Grange" 
papers, which appeared in Sent- 
ner’s, were the first to attract 
general public attention, which he 
has successfully held by the novel 
character of the short stories for 
which lie is chiefly celebrated. 
Among the best known of these 
are “The Lady or the Tiger,” 
“The Transferred Ghost,” “The 
Spectral Mortgage,” “The Dis¬ 
courager of Hesitancy,” “Nega¬ 
tive Gravity,” etc. He has recently 
(188G) published a novel entitled 
“The Late Mrs. Null.” 

STODDARD, Richard Henry, was 
bom at Hingham, Mass., in July, 
1825. llis family removed, in 1836, 
to New York, where he learned 
the trade of an iron-moulder. In 
1848 ho began to write for periodi¬ 
cals both in prose and verse. In 
1853 he received an appointment 
in the New York Custom-House, 
which he held until 1870, at the 
aniiie time continuing his literary 
labours. He has published: “ Foot¬ 
prints,” 1819 ; “ Poems,” 1852 ; 
“ Adventures in Fairy-Land,”1853; 
“Songsof Summer,” 1857; “Town 
and Country,” 1857 ; “ Life of 
Alexander von Humboldt,” 1859 j 
“Loves and Heroines of the Poets,” 
1800 ; “ The King's Bell" 1863 ; 
“ The Story of Little Red Riding 
Hood, 15 1864; “ Under Green 

Leaves,” 1865 ; “Late English 
Poets,” 1865 ; “Melodies andMad- 
Tigols, mostly from the Old English 
Poets,” 1866 j “The Children in 
the Wood,” I860; “Putnam, the 


Brave,” 1869 ; “The Boole of the 
East, and other Poems,” 1871; new 
and enlarged editions of “Gris¬ 
wold's Poets of America,” 1873; 
“ Female Poets of America,” 1874; 
“ Poets and Poetry of England in 
the Nineteenth Century,” 1875; 
“Memoir of Edgar Allen Poo,” 
1875 ; “Poems ” 1880; and “Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow.” 1882. 
He has also edited a series of 
dainty works, entitled “ Bric-a- 
Brac Series” (1874-75); and “Sans 
Souci Series,” and more recently 
a number of volumes relating to 
English literary history and memo¬ 
rabilia. In con junction with others 
he published in 1877 a volume, en¬ 
titled “Poets' Homes.” He was 
for a short time after leaving the 
Custom House, City Librarian, and 
is now the literary editor of the 
New York Mail and Express. His 
wife, Elizabeth D. (Baestow) 
Stoddabd, born at Mattapoiset, 
Massachusetts, in 1823, is also 
a contributor to periodicals, and 
has published three novels : 
“ The Morgesons ” 1862 j “ Two 
Men,” 1665; and “Temple House,” 
1GG7. 

STOKES, The Rev. George Gabriel, 
P.R.S.,bomAug,13,l 819, at Skreen, 
co. Sligo, was educated at Dr. Wall's 
school, in Dublin, at the Bristol 
College, and at Pembroke College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1811, as Senior Wrangler, 
and was elected to a Fellowship. 
In 1849 he was appointed to the 
Lucasian Professorship of Mathe¬ 
matics, and in IS52 was awarded 
the Rnrnford medal by the Royal 
Society (of which he had been 
chosen ft member a few months 
before), in recognition of his ser¬ 
vices to the cause of science by his 
discovery of the change in the re- 
frangibility of light. An account 
of tills discovery will he found in 
the “ Philosophical Transactions ” 
for 1852. Mr. Stokes was chosen 
one of the Secretaries to the Royal 
Society in 1854, and President in 
1885, on the retirement of Prof. 
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Huxley, and was President of the 
British Association at the meeting 
at Exeter in 18C9. He has contri¬ 
buted to the Transactions of seve¬ 
ral learned societies, and has de¬ 
livered professorial lectures at 
Cambridge, and at the Museum of 
Practical Geology in London. He 
is an honorary Fellow of several 
foreign academies, and has received 
the Prussian order Pour le Morite. 
Ho has also received the honorary 
degree of D.C.L. or LL.D. from the 
Universities of Oxford, Edinburgh 
and Dublin. 

STOKES, Major-General Sir John, 
K.C.B., son of the Bev. John Stokes, 
Vicar of Cobliam, Kent, was born 
there in 1825, and received his edu¬ 
cation at the Proprietory School, 
Bochestor, and at the Military Aca¬ 
demy, Woolwich. He entered the 
Royal Engineers as Second Lieu¬ 
tenant in 1848, and saw active ser¬ 
vice in the Caff re Wars of 18IG-7 
and 1850-1, for which he has the 
medal, and received the thanks of 
the Comniander-in-Chief on two oc¬ 
casions. In 1851 he was appointed 
to act as Deputy Adjutant-General 
of the Field Force in Caffraria, and 
assisted in organising levies among 
the Hottentots, and was otherwise 
engaged. In 1855 he was appointed 
Chief Engineer to the Turkish Con¬ 
tingent, and raised and organized 
the Engineer Corps ancl Train of 
that force. In the winter of 1855-6 
he was employed in fortifying 
Kertch, for which he obtained a 
brevet majority, the Turkish Medal, 
and the Order of the Medjidie, 
fourth class. In July, 1856, he was 
appointed Her Majesty’s Commis¬ 
sioner for tho Danube, under the 
Treaty of Paris. In 1801 he was 
nominated Vice-Consul in the delta 
of the Danube, and in 1865 he 
signed the convention for regulat¬ 
ing the navigation of the mouths 
of that liver. He was in command 
of the Boyal Engineers in South 
Wales from May, 1S72, to Aug. 
1878 j British Commissioner on the 
International Tonnage Commis¬ 


sion from Aug. to Dec. 1873 j was 
employed on Suez Canal affairs in 
London and Egypt in 1874 and 
1875, and representative of Great 
Britain in that company since 1876 ; 
was in command of the Boyal En¬ 
gineers at Chatham from Jan. to 
Sov. IS75; and was Commandant 
of the School of Military Engineer¬ 
ing at Chatham from the latter 
date to 1881. He was attached to 
Mr. Cave’s special mission to Egypt 
in Dec. 1875, ancl was sent on a 
special international mission to 
Egypt in 1879-80, to solve a diffi¬ 
culty about the Harbour Dues at 
Alexandria. He was promoted to 
a Lieutenant-Colonelcy in 1807 ♦ 
and became a full Colonel in 1870, 
and Major-General in 1885. In 
1871 he was nominated a Com¬ 
panion of the Bath, and in 1877 a 
Knight Companion of the same 
Order (civil division). In 1881 he 
was appointed Deputy-Adjutant- 
General Boyal Engineers. 

STOKES, William, the author of 
ff Stokes on Memory/’ was bom at 
Brighton, March 20, 1830. After 
achieving remarkable success in 
his native town, he appeared in 
London, and on June 18,1861, gave 
Mb first Lecture on Memory at the 
Boyal Colosseum, Regent's Park, 
with which he was connected for 
about nineteen months, when it 
closed; and on Feb. 12, 1863, he 
delivered his first lecture at the 
Boyal Polytechnic Institution, Re¬ 
gent Steeet, with which he was 
associatedfor nearly nineteen years, 
lecturing on the last day of that 
institution, Jan. 21,18S2. He has 
lectured and taught at Christ 
Church, Oxford; Trinity College, 
Cambridge; and at innumerable 
other colleges, schools, and places 
of entertainment throughout the 
kingdom; and his influence has 
extended to the colonies, America, 
and abroad. In addition to his 
popular treatise " Stokes on Me¬ 
mory, 3 ’ he has written the standard 
series of Memory-Aiding works On 
Bapid Reading, Writing, Aritk- 
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luetic, Drawing, Music, and other 
subjects. 

STONE, Edward James, F.R.S., 
is of Devonshire extraction, hut 
was horn in London, Feb. 28, 1831. 
He did not begin to study classics 
or mathematics until he was past 
the age of twenty, hut nevertheless 
graduated as fifth Wrangler at 
Cambridge in 1859, and was imme¬ 
diately elected a Fellow of Queen’s 
College. He was appointed chief 
assistant at Greenwich in 1800; 
Her Majesty's Astronomer at the 
Cape of Good Hope in 1870; and 
Radcliffe Observer at Oxford in 
1879. He has contributed a large 
number of papers on all branches 
of astronomy to the Royal Astro¬ 
nomical Society, and the results of 
experiments on the heating powers 
of stars, magnetic observations 
made in Nainaqualand, and a deter¬ 
mination of the velocity of sound, 
to the Royal Society. Whilst at 
the Cape, besides reducing and 
publishing the observations made 
by his predecessor (Cape Cata¬ 
logues, 1840, 1800), he completed 
a systematic observation of the 
Southern heavens from the South 
Pole to 115. N.P.D. The results 
were formed into a Catalogue of 
12,441 stars, which was completed 
after his return to England, and 
published in 1881. He received the 
Gold Mednl of the Royal Astro¬ 
nomical Society in 1808, and the 
Lalando Prize of tlie French Aca¬ 
demy of Sciences in 1881, Mr. Stone 
is a member of tbe Council of the 
Royal Society, and President of the 
Royal Astronomical Society; and 
was intrusted by the committee 
appointed by the Government to 
organise plans for the observation 
of the transit of Venus in 1882, 

STONE, Harems, R.A., painter 
of historical and genre subjects, 
son of the late Frank Stone, A.K.A., 
a distinguished artist (who died in 
1859), was bom in London July 4, 
1840. He received his education 
at home, and was never a student 
in any Art School. He was elected 


an Associate of the Royal Academy 
Jan. 24, 1877, and was made full 
R.A. on Jan. 7, 1887. Mr. Stone 
received one of the medals awarded 
to the English School at the Vienna 
and Philadelphia International 
Exhibitions. As a very young man 
he illustrated Dickens, and lately 
Anthony Trollope and the Cornhill 
Magazine . Mr. Stone lias been 
much in Paris, and has visited Italy 
several times. Ho exhibited first 
in 1853, and achieved his earliest 
marked success in 1863 with "From 
Waterloo to Paris,” a picture of 
Napoleon in a peasant's cottage. 
His principal pictures since then 
are: "Stealing the Keys/' 1866; 
"Nell Gwynne,” 1867; <r The Prin¬ 
cess Elizabeth forced to attend 
Mass,” 1869; "Henry VIII. and 
Anne Boleyn,” 1870; "The Royal 
Nursery,” 1871; "Edward II. and 
Piers Gaveston,” 1872; "Lo Roi est 
Mort—Vive le Roi,” 1873; "My 
Lady is a Widow and Childless,” 
1871; "Sainot Sauf,” 1875; '‘An 
Appeal for Mercy,” 18/6; "A Sacri¬ 
fice” 1877; "ThePost Bag,” "The 
Time of Roses,” 1878; "Xu the 
Shade,” 1879; "Amour ou Patrie,” 
1880; " Married for Love,” 1881 j 
"Bad Nows” and "H y en a 
toujours un autre,” 1882 (pur¬ 
chased under the terms of the 
Chantrey bequest by the Royal 
Academy); "An Offer of Marriage ” 
and "Asleep,” 1883 ; "A Gambler’s 
Wife,” 1885, Several of these 
have been engraved. Mr, Stone 
has painted some landscapes, and 
some water-colour pictures, 
STOREY, George Adolphus, 
A.R.A., born in London, Jan. 7, 
1831, was educated at Paris by M. 
Joseph Morand, professor in the 
Athentfe Royale, his painting mas¬ 
ter being M. J. L. Dulong. He re¬ 
turned to London in 1850, and at¬ 
tended Mr, J. M. Leigh's school in 
Newman Street. He first exhibited 
at the Royal Academy in 1852. In 
1863 lie was in Spain, painting 
' portraits at Madrid. In the fol¬ 
lowing year he first attracted the 
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special notice of the public by his 
picture of“ The Meeting of William 
Seymour -with the Lady Arabella 
Stuart at the Court of James X., 
1G09." It was followed by a“ Royal 
Challenge,” 1865; “After You" 
1867; " The Shy Pupil" 1868; 
“The Old Soldier," 1869; “The 
Duet,” and “ Only a Rabbit," 
1870; “Rosy Cheeks," and “Les¬ 
sons," 1871; “ Little Butter-Cups," 
1872; “Love in a Maze" and “ Mis¬ 
tress Dorothy," 1873 ; “ Grand¬ 
mamma's Christmas Visitors," 1 fa74; 
“Caught," 1873; A Dancing-Les¬ 
son," 1876 ; “ The Old Pump-room, 
Bath," and “The Judgment of 
Paris," 1877 ; “ Sweet Margery," 
1878; “Lilies, Oleanders, and the 
Pink," 1879 j “ Follow My Leader " 
and “ Daphne," 1880; “The Ivory 
Door," 1881; “Coracles on the 
Dee," 1882; “The Connoisseur," 
1S83 ; besides numerous portraits. 
Nearly ail the above-named pic¬ 
ture were exhibited at the Royal 
Academy. Mr. Storey was elected 
an A.R.A. in April, 1876. 

STORKS, Richard Salter, D.D., 
bom at Braintree, Massachusetts, 
Aug. 21,1821, graduated at Amherst 
College, 1839. He studied law, and 
afterwards theology at the Andover 
Seminary, where he graduated in 
1845, He was pastor of a church 
at Brookline, Massachusetts, for 
one year, and then took charge of 
the (Congregational) Church of the 
Pilgrims at Brooklyn, New York, 
where he has since remained. Dr. 
Storrs is noted as an eloquent 
preacher and as a student of his¬ 
tory. For many years he has been 
President of the Long Island His¬ 
torical Society. From 1848 to 
18G1 he was one of the editors of 
The Independent , a religious weekly. 
In addition to a number of orations 
and discourses he has published a 
"Report on the Revision of the 
English Version of the Bible under¬ 
taken by the American Bible So¬ 
ciety," “ The Graham Lectures on 
the Wisdom, Power, and Good¬ 
ness of God, as Manifested in 
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the Constitution of the Human 
Soul,” 1856; “Conditions of Suc¬ 
cess in Preaching without Notes,” 
1875; “The Early American Spirit 
and the Genesis of It," 1875; and 
“The Divine Origin of Christi¬ 
anity," 1884. 

STORY, The Rev. Robert Herbert, 
bom at Rosoneath Manse, Scot¬ 
land, Jan, 28, 1835, being son of 
the Rev. Robert Story, minister 
of that parish. He was educated 
at Edinburgh, Heidelberg, and St. 
Andrews ; was appointed assistant- 
minister of St. Andrew's Chmch, 
Montreal, in Feb. 1859; ordained 
there Sept. 20, 1839; presented by 
the Duke of Argyll in the same 
year to the parish of Rosoneath oil 
the death of hie father, and in¬ 
ducted to the charge in Feb. 1860 ; 
and received the degree of D.D., 
honoris eaus»», from the University 
of Edinburgh, April 22, 187 L Be¬ 
sides contributions to current lite¬ 
rature of a minor character, he has 
published “ Life of the Rev. Robert 
Story, including passages of Scot¬ 
tish Ecclesiastical History during 
the Second Quarter of the Present 
Century," 1S62; " Christ the Con¬ 
soler, being a Manual of Scrip¬ 
ture, Hymns, and Prayers," 186-1; 
“ Memoir and Remains of Robert 
Lee,D.D.,’’ 2vols., 1870; “William 
Carstares: a Character and Career 
of the Revolutionary Epoch, 1649— 
1715/' 1874; Creed and Conduct: 
Sermons preached in Rosoneath 
Church/' 1878; “Health Haunts of 
the Riviera/' 1880; “Nugal Eccle¬ 
siastical," 1881. As one of the 
founders of the Scottish “ Church 
Service Society," and convener of 
its “ editorial committee/' he has 
had charge of its publication of 
“ Euchologion: a Book of Common 
Order/' now in the 5th edition ; 
and has assisted in the promotion 
of the Liturgical restoration in the 
Church of Scotland. He is also 
editor of The Scottish Church t a 
monthly magazine, instituted in 
1886 in the interest of the Church 
of Scotland. Dr. Story is a mem- 
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ber of the " Moderate " or Broad 
Church paity. 

STORY, William Wetmore, was 
horn afc Salem, Massachusetts, Feb. 
19,1819. A.B. (Harvard), 1838. He 
studied law under his fat hex*. 
Judge Joseph Stoiy, and published 
several legal works, but subse¬ 
quently devoted himself to sculp¬ 
ture and literature. Since 1818, 
he has passed most of his time 
in Italy. Among his sculptures 
are numerous ideal figures and 
groups, many admirable busts, a 
statue of Edward Everett, one of 
Chief Justice Marshall, and another 
of George Peabody for tbe Corpor¬ 
ation of London. Among his prose 
publications arc “ Life and Letters 
of Joseph Story,” 1801 j “ Roba di 
Roma, 1802 ,* u The American 
Question,” 1SG2; "Proportions of 
the Human Figure,” 1800 ;“ Graf¬ 
fiti d J Italia,” 18G9; and " Castle 
St. Angelo,” In poetry he 

has publislied “ Nature and Art,” 
the Phi Beta Kappa poem at 
Harvard, lSllj a volume of 
"Poems,” 1817] “The Boman 
Lawyer in Jerusalem/’ 1870 j 
“ Tragedy of Nero ” 1875; "He 
and She, or a Poet’s Portfolio,” 
1883 j " Fiammitta,” 1885 j and 2 
vols. of “Poems,” 1880. Mr, 
Story’s two sons are artists of much 
promise j Mr. Waldo Story being a 
sculptor 1 , and Mr. Julian Story a 
painter*, whose works me well- 
known in London, Paris, and Borne. 

STOUGHTON, TheRev. John, D.D., 
born at Norwich, Nov. 18, 1807, 
was educated at Highbury College, 
Islington, now incorporated with 
New College, St. John’s Wood, and 
University College, London. He 
was appointed pastor of the Con¬ 
gregational Church, Windsor, in 
1832, and thence removed to Ken¬ 
sington in 1813, where he re¬ 
mained in offico until 1875, and on 
his retirement received a presenta- 
tionfromhis congregation of JE3,000. 
He became Professor of Historical 
Theology and Homiletics in Now 
College, St. John’s Wood, the same 


year; that office ho has since relin¬ 
quished, and is now living in re¬ 
tirement at Ealing. Ho received 
the degree of D.D. at Edinburgh in 
1809; was Congregational Lecturer 
in 1855, and Chairman of the Con¬ 
gregational Union of England and 
Wales in 185G. He took an activo 
part in the Conference at New 
York, 1873, and Basle, 1879, in 
connection with the Evangelical 
Alliance, of which he is an honorary 
secretary. Dr. Stoughton is the 
author of numerous works, of which 
the following are the principal: 
“Windsor in the olden Time/’ 
1814] “Spiritual Heroes,” 1848j 
“ Ages of Christendom,” 1866; 
“ Church and State Two Hundred 
Years Ago,” 1862; “ Ecdcsiastical 
History of England,” 5 vols., 1867- 
74; “ Haunts and Homes of Martin 
Luther/’ 1875; “Lights of the 
World,” 1876;Progress of Divine 
Revelation” 1878; “Our English 
Bible : its Translations and Trans¬ 
lators,” 1878; “Worthies of 
Science,” “ Introduction to Histori¬ 
cal Theology/’ “ Footprints of Ita¬ 
lian Reformers,” “William Wil- 
berforce,” “ William Penn,” 1882 ; 
and " Howard, the philanthropist/’ 
1884. In addition to the works on 
“Luther” and the “Italian Re¬ 
formers,” he wrote one on “The 
Spanish Reformers,” 1884. All 
three contain descriptions of locali¬ 
ties, resulting from repeated visits 
to many of the spots. Dr. Stough¬ 
ton visited Egypt and the Holy 
Land in 1865, and gave an account 
of his travels in different publica¬ 
tions. The large work on Eccle¬ 
siastical History, continued to the 
end of the last century, has been 
re-published in 6 vols., 1881, under 
the title of “ Religion in England 
from the Opening of the Long 
Parliament to the end of the Eigh¬ 
teenth Century.” To these, two 
more volumes wore added in 1884, 
under the title of “Religion in 
England from 1800 to 1850.” Dr, 
Stoughton, since his retirement, 
has been largely employed in 
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preaching, on different occasions, 
throughout the country, and, as a 
zealous advocate of Christian 
union, he lias occupied the pulpits 
of several denominations. In 1877, 
he delivered one of the Missionary 
Lectures in Westminster Abbey. 

STOWE, Mrs. Harriet Elizabeth, 
daughter of Lyman Beecher, was 
1 iorn atLitchfield,Connecticut, J une 
15, 1811. She was associated with 
her sister Catherine in the labours 
of a sohool at Hartford in 1827, 
afterwards removed to Walnut 
Hill, near Cincinnati, and was 
married in 1832 to the Rev. Calvin 
E. Stowe, D.D. Mrs. Stowe wrote 
several tedes and sketches, which 
wore afterwards collected under the 
title of " The May Flower/’ 1819. 
In 1850 she contributed to the 
National Era, an anti-slavery paper 
published at Washington, " Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin,” as a serial. This 
was published in book-form in 
1852, and met with great success s 
313,000 copies were sold in the 
United States within three years 
and a half, and in all, over half a 
million copies, including a German 
edition. In Great Britain its sale 
was enormous. It has been trans¬ 
lated into more than twenty lan¬ 
guages, including Welsh, Russian, 
Armenian, Arabic, Chinese, and 
Japanese; there were fourteen 
different German and four different 
French versions; and it was drama¬ 
tised in various forms. Mrs. Stowe 
subsequently published, "A Peep 
into Uncle Tom’s Cabin for Chil¬ 
dren,” 1863 $ w A Key to Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin,” giving the original 
facts and statements on which that 
work was based, 1853 ; and u The 
Christian Slave,” a drama, founded 
upon "Uncle Toul’b Cabin,” 1855. 
" Uncle Sam’s Emancipation ” was 
issued in 1853. She visited Europe 
in 1853, and in the following year 
published •* Sunny Memories of 
Foreign Lands.” A little work 
entitled " Geography for My Chil¬ 
dren” was published in 1855, and 
the next year appeared her second 


anti-slavery novel, " Dred: a Tale 
of the Dismal Swamp/’re-puhlished 
in 1859 under the title of "Nina 
Gordon.” In subsequent works 
Mrs. Stowe has delineated tlie 
domestic life of Now England of 
fifty or a hundred years ago. Her 
other published works are, "Our 
Charley, and wliat to do with Him,” 
1859; "The Minister’s Wooing,” 
1S59; "The Pearl of Orr’sIsland,” 
1802; "Agnes of Sorrento,” 1803; 
" Reply on Behalf of the Women of

Winter, and other Stories,” 1867 j 
" The Chimney Corner,” 1808; 
" Men of Our Times; or, Leading 
Patriots of the Day,” 18G8; "Old- 
town Folks,” 1809 ; " Little Pussy 
Willow,” 1870; " Pink and White 
Tyranny,” 1871; "Sam Lawson’s 
Fireside Stories,” 1871 5 "My Wife 
and I,” 1872; " Palmetto Leaves,” 
1S73; "Betty’s Bright Idea, and 
other Tales,” 1875; "We and Our 
Neighbours,” 1875; " Footsteps of 
the Master,” 1876; "Bible Hero¬ 
ines/’ 1878 ; " Poganuc People; 
their Loves and their Lives,” 1878; 
" A Dog’s Mission," 1881. In Sept. 
1809, Mrs. Stowe contributed to the 
Atlantic Month! 1 }/ and to Macmillan's 
Magazine an article entitled " The 
True Story of Lady Byron’s Life.” 
This article evoked a stonn of 
literary criticism, which was by no 
means allayed by the publication 
in 1870 of her work entitled "Lady 
Byron Vindicated.” Mrs. Stowe’s 
home is in Hartford, Connecticut, 
but she passes much of her time 
in Florida, where she has an orange 
plantation. 

STRAFFORD, Earl of. The Right 
Hon. GeorgeHenry Charles Byng, son 
of the second Earl, was bom in Lon¬ 
don in 1830. He received his educa¬ 
tion at Eton and at Oxford. He ro- 
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presented Tavistock in the Liberal 
interest from 1852 till Sept. 1857, 
and sat for Middlesex from tlie 
latter date till Jan, 1874 when he 
■was summoned to the House of 
Peers in his father's barony, with 
the title of Viscount Enfield, under 
which name he had long been known 
in political circles. In 1855 lie was 
attached to Earl Russell’s special 
mission to Vienna. He was Parlia¬ 
mentary Secretary to the Poor Law 
Board from 1805 till July, 18GG. 
In Dec. 1870 he was appointed 
Under-S ecretaryf or Foreign Affairs, 
and in Sept. 1880 Under-Secretary 
of State for India. The latter office 
he resigned in Dec. 1882. The ap¬ 
pointment of Lord Kimberley as 
Secretary of State rendered this 
step necessary in order that one of 
the political offices connected with 
the home administration of India 
might be represented in the House 
of Commons. Viscount Enfield was 
succeeded by Mr. J. K. Cross in 
the office of Under-Secretary. He 
succeeded to the earldom on the 
death of his father in 18SG. His 
wife, when Viscountess Enfield, 
edited the memoirs of Henry 
Greville, 

STROSSMAYER, The Right Rev. 
Joseph, D .D ,,a distinguished prelate 
of the Roman Church, horn at Essak, 
in Sclavonia, Fob. 4, 1815, received 
his education in the universities of 
Vienna and Padua, and on May 20, 
185U, was consecrated Bishop of 
Bosnia and Sirmio. During the 
sittings of the (Ecumenical Council 
of the Vatican in 1869-70, he was 
constantly represented as an earnest 
opponent of the dogmatisation of 
the infallibility of the Pope. Several 
journals w ent so far as to reproduce 
the text of a speech alleged to have 
been delivered at the Council by 
Mgr. Strossmayer; but in 1872 the 
Bishop addressed to the Franqais a 
letter in which he says:—" Lat¬ 
terly several liberal, or rather self- 
oalled liberal papers, have pub¬ 
lished a pretended speech, supposed 
to have been made by myself at 


the Vatican Council. I resolutely 
and absolutely deny ever having 
made any such discourse. I never 
said a word during the entire Coun¬ 
cil which could in any way diminish 
the authority of the Holy Sec, or 
tend to promote discord in the 
Church.” 

STUART, James, M.A, and M.P., 
born at Balgonic works, Markineh, 
Fifeshire (of wbicli works his father 
was owner), Jan. 2, 1843, was edu¬ 
cated at home, afterwards at St, 
Andrews University, and then at 
Trinity College, Cambridge. He 
became Fellow of Trinity College 
in 18G7, Assistant-Tutor of that 
College in 18G8, flrsb Professor of 
Mechanism and Applied Mechanics 
in the University of Cambridge, 
Nov. 17, 1875. He graduated as 
third Wrangler in 1S0G; M.A. of 
the University of Cambridge in 
1809) LL.D. of the University of 
St. Andrews in 1876- Professor 
Stuart baa taken a leading part in 
popular education. He inaugurated 
the system of courses of educa¬ 
tional lectures of a University stan¬ 
dard in connection with Cambridge 
and Oxford, in Nottingham, Shef¬ 
field, and many other towns, on 
the system indicated by his experi¬ 
ments, and recommended by him 
to the universities. He has been 
instrumental in the foundation and 
establishment of several local col¬ 
leges ; has taken special interest in 
women’s education, having origi¬ 
nated the Ladies’ Lectures In 1867, 
and the Cambridge Higher Exami¬ 
nation for Women in 186S. He 
has boon a consistent friend of all 
movemouts for the amelioration of 
the condition of -women, and hono¬ 
rary Secretary of ,f La Federation 
Britannique Continentale et Gene- 
rale pour lo reldveuient de la mo¬ 
rality publique.” He has taken an 
active part in the organisation of 
university education, and especially 
in its adaptation to the wants of 
the engineering profession, having 
founded extensive workshops and 
drawing offices in the University 
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of Cambridge. He is an Associate 
Member of the Institute of Civil 
Engineers, and member of the 
Council of the University of Cam¬ 
bridge; and Representative of the 
University and the governing 
bodies of the colleges at Bristol, 
Nottingham, Liverpool, Sheffield, 
and Aberystwith. He is the author 
of “ Six Lectures to the Workmen 
of Crewe;" " Science and Religion, 
a Lecture;” "'The New Abolition¬ 
ists;” “A Letter on University 
Extension, addressed to the Univer¬ 
sity of Cambridge/’ and a number 
of articles, speeches,, ana pamphlets 
on educational, scientific, and social 
questions. Professor Stuart con¬ 
tested Cambridge University in 
1882 unsuccessfully, the numbers 
being: — Kaikes (Conservative), 
3,491; Stuart (Liberal), 1,801. On 
the death of Professor Fawcett, in 
Nov, 1881, he was unanimously 
chosen by the Liberal Party of 
Hackney as his successor, and was 
returned to Parliament by a nm- 
jority of 0,000, At the general elec¬ 
tion of 1885, Hackney being divided 
into seven districts, Professor Stuart 
stood for the Hoxton Division of 
Shoreditch, and was elected by a 
majoriiy of 1,037. He was again 
returned (as a Gladstone Liberal) 
in 1886, but by a majority of only 
245. 

STUBBS, The Right Rev. William, 
D.D. of Oxford, and honorary LL.D. 
of Cambridge and Edinburgh; 
Bishop of Chester, born at Knores- 
borough, June 21, 1825, was edu¬ 
cated at the Grammar School, 
Ripon, and at Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he took a first-class 
in classics and a third in mathe¬ 
matics, in Easter Term, 1818, and 
was immediately elected to a Fel¬ 
lowship at Trinity College. He 
was ordained in 1848, became vicar 
of Navestock, Essex, in 1850, and 
Librarian to Archbishop Longley, 
at Lambeth, in 1862. He was Dio- i 
cesan Inspector of Schools in the ■ 
diocese of Rochester from 1860 till ’ 
1806, when he was appointed Regius 


Professor of Modem History at 
Oxford. In 1867 he was elected 
Fellow of Oriel College, Oxford; 
in 1876 an honorary Fellow of 
Balliol ; and, iu 1878, an honorary 
student of Christ Church. On Nov. 
20 , 18G8, lie was elected Curator 
of the Bodleian Library, vice Pro¬ 
fessor Conington, deceased; and in 
1872 was chosen ns a member of 
the Hebdomadal Council. In 1875 
1 he was presented to the Rectory of 
| Clioldcrton, Wilts. In 1879 he was 
appointed Canon Residentiary of 
S. Paul's j and in consequence re¬ 
signed the rectory of Cholderton. 
In 1884 he was consecrated on S, 
Mark’s day to the see of Chester. 
He published, in 1850, "Hymnalo 
secundum usiun Sartun; ” in 1858, 
“ Regisiriuu Sacrum Anglicanum ; u 
in 1860, " Tractates do Sanctsi 
Gruee de Waltham; ” edited, in 
1863; “ Moslieiin’s Institutes of 
Church History;” in 1864 and 
1865, "Chronicles and Memorials 
of Richard I.,” published by the 
Master of the Rolls; in 1SG7, the 
,f Chronicle,” ascribed to Benedict 
of Peterborough, in the same series; 
in 1868-/1, the " Chronicle of Roger 
Hoveden : ” in 1872-3, the "Memo¬ 
rial of Walter of Coventry;” in 
187 4, " Memorials of S. Dunstanj” 
and, in 1876, the " Works of Ralph 
de Dice to; ** and several other 
hooks issued by the Master of the 
Rolls; iu 1870, “Select Charters 
and other Illustrations of English 
Constitutional History, from the 
Earliest Period to the Reign of 
Edward I,;” and published, in 
1874, 1875, and 1878, "The Consti¬ 
tutional History of England, in its 
Origin and Development,” 3 vols. 
Dr. Stubbs is the President of the 
Surtees Society, and a Vice-Presi¬ 
dent of the Yorkshire Archeologi¬ 
cal Society, an honorary member 
of the Royal Irish Academy and of 
the Historical Society of Massa¬ 
chusetts, a foreign member of 
the Bavarian Academy, a corre¬ 
sponding member of the Prussian 
Academy, of the Royal Danish Aon- 
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demy, of the American Academy 
of Arts, of the Royal Society of 
Sciences at Gottingen, and of the 
Imperial University of Vladimir 
at Kieff. 

SULLIVAN, Sir Arthur Seymour, 
was horn in London, May 13, 
1842. His father was principal 
Professor at Kneller Hall, the 
training school for British military 
bands. Ho received his first syste¬ 
matic instruction in music nt tlio 
Chapel Royal, St. James's, under 
the Rev, Thomas Helmore, and he 
was still a chorister when, at the 
age of fourteen, he gained, the first 
time it was competed for, the Men¬ 
delssohn Scholarship, After two 
years study under Mr. (alterwards 
Sir Stemdale) Bennett, and Mr. 
(afterwards Sir John) Goss, he 
studied at Leipzig for three years 
at the Conservatorium. Upon his 
return to England in 1801, he 
brought with him his music to 
Sliakspere's " Tempest,” which waB 
performed for the first time at the 
Crystal Palace. His next work was 
the cantata " Kenilworth,” pro¬ 
duced at the Birmingham Festival 
in 18G4. This was followed by the 
Symphony in E (Crystal Palace), 
1865 ; overture " In Memoriaw ,J 
(Norwich), 18GG ; overture "Mar- 
mion” (Philharmonic), 3867 s ora¬ 
torio " The Prodigal Son ” (Here¬ 
ford), 1868 ; overture “ Di Ballo ” 
(Birmingham), 1800 ; " On Shore 
and Sea' 9 (International Exhibition), 
1871; Festival “To Benin.’ 4 to com¬ 
memorate the recovery of the Prince I 
of Wales (Crystal Palace), 1872 \ 
oratorio "The Light of the World 99 
(Birmingham), 1873; and the sacred 
musical drama "The Martyr of 
Antioch” (Leeds), 1880. Sir Arthur 
Sullivan has also produced the fol¬ 
lowing popular and successful 
operas and operettas: "Cox and 
Box,” 18GG; ,r Contrabnndista,” 
1867 ; " Thespis,” 1872; " Trial by 
Jury,” 1875; "Sorcerer,” 1877; 

"H.M.S. Pinafore/ 1 1878; "The 
Pirates of Penzance,” 1879; 
"Patience,” 1881; "Iolanthe,” 


1882; " Princess Ida,” 1884 ; and 
" The Mikado,” 1885 j these 
last, in conjunction with Mr. 
W. S. Gilbert. In his song¬ 
writing, which is extensive, his 
popularity has been greater, per¬ 
haps, than that of any other 
English composer. He was also 
j musical editor of " Church Hymns,” 
for which he composed several of 
I the best known tunes. The hono¬ 
rary degree of Doctor of Music was 
coiiferred upon him by the Univer¬ 
sity of Cambridge in 1876; and a 
like honour by the University of 
Oxford in 1879. Sir Arthur Sulli¬ 
van was Principal of the National 
Training School for Music from 
its foundation in 187G to 1881. He 
was British Commissioner for music 
at the Paris Exhibition in 1878, 
when he was made a Chevalier of 
the Legion of Honour. He is also 
a Knight of the Order of the House 
of Coburg. He was knighted by the 
Queen at Windsor, May 24-, 18S3. 
Sir Arthur conducted the Leeds 
Triennial Musical Festival of 18S0, 
1883, and 18SG. For this last, held 
in Oct. 1886, he composed a new 
cantata, "The Golden Legend,” 
which was received with great en- 
l thusiaam. In 1885 and 1880 Sir 
Arthur conducted the Philhar¬ 
monic Concerts in London. 

SULLIVAN, Barry, tragedian, 
born at Birmingham, in 1824, made 
his first appearance on the stage at 
Cork, in 1840, when his success was 
so great that he determined to adopt 
I the stage as a profession. After 
I studying for some time in Ireland, 
he proceeded to Scotland, and joined 
the company of the Theatre Royal, 
Edinburgh, under the management 
of the late W. H, Murray ; here he 
remained for several seasons, study¬ 
ing hard and making rapid strides 
in his profession; he then visited 
Paisley, Dundee, Aberdeen, Glas¬ 
gow, Liverpool, and Manchester. 
His reputation having reached the 
metropolis, he was engaged by Mr. 
B. Webster, and made his first 
appearance in London at the Hay- 
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market Theatre in Nov. 1851, in 
the character of Hamlet, with de¬ 
cided success During his continu¬ 
ance at that theatre he repeatedly 
had the honour of appearing before 
the Queen and the late Prince 
Consort. He subsequently had en- 
agements at the St. James's, 
adler’s Wells, the Standard, and 
Drury Lane, and after making a 
farewell tour of the United King¬ 
dom, sailed for America in Nov. 
1857. He met with an enthusiastic 
reception throughout the United 
States and the new Dominion of 
Canada, Rctxirning to London in 
May, 1SG0, he reappeared at the 
St, James's, Ac.; he then made a 
second tour of the United Kingdom, 
and sailed for Australia in May, 
1861, hia success heing so great that 
he played nearly one thousand 
nights in Melbourne alone. He 
also held several engagements at 
Sydney, and after paying a visit to 
Queensland, sailed from Brisbane 
for India, and reached England in 
June, 1806, thus completing a tour 
round the world. In the following 
September he reappeared at Drury 
Lane, in the characters of Bichard 
III., Hamlet, Macbeth, Ac. About 
I860 and 1870 he was lessee of the 
Holborn Theatre. 

SULLY, James, M.A., horn at 
Bridgwater, Somersetshire, in 1812, 
was educated in the Independent 
College, Taunton, the Regent's 
Park Oolloge (one of the affiliated 
colleges of the University of Lon¬ 
don), and the University of Got¬ 
tingen. He is M.A. and Gold 
Medallist of the University of 
London, where he graduated in 
1866 and 1868. He took to a lite¬ 
rary career in 1871, beginning as a 
contributor to the Saturday, Fort¬ 
nightly, and Westminster Reviews, 
He is the author of “Sensations 
and Intuition: Studies in Psych¬ 
ology and ^Esthetics,” 187 tj and 
,c Pessimism: a History and a 
Criticism/' 1877 j and “ Illusions ” 
(International Scientific Series), 
J8R3. These works contain an 


exposition and a criticism of 
some of the leading philoso¬ 
phical questions of the day, devot¬ 
ing considerable space to German 
literature. He is also the author 
of articles on “iEstheties” and 
“ Dreams ” in the last edition of 
the “ Encyclopaedia Britannica." 
His latest book is the ff Teachers’ 
Handbook of Psychology/' 1886. 

SULLY - PRUDHOMME, Rene 
Francois Armand, French poet, was 
bom in Paris, March 16, 1839, and 
educated at the Lycco Bonaparte. 
He afterwards became a lawyer’s 
assistant, and published his first 
volume of poems in I 860 . It at¬ 
tracted considerable attention, and 
the poem “Le Vaso Frle” was 
pronounced a masterpiece of its 
kind. H. Sully-Prudhomine bos 
since published several volumes of 
poems, mostly of, a philosophical 
tendency: “ Les Epreuves/' 1860 ; 
“ Les Solitudes/' 1809 j “ Les 
Destins,” 1872 ; “Les Vaines Ten- 
dressea, ”1875; “La Justiee,” 1878. 
He has alsopublished(18G9) a very 
remarkable translation of the “ De 
Natura Rerum ” of Lucretius. In 
1SR1 lie was elected a member of 
the Academia Prannaise. 

SWEATMAN, The Right Rev. 
Arthur, D.D., Bishop of Toronto, 
was bom in London, Nov. 
19, 1831, being eon of the late 
John Sweat man, M.D. He was 
educated at London University 
College, and is an honour graduate 
of Ciirist’s College, Cambridge. In 
18C2 he was appointed to the curacy 
of St. Stephen’s, Canonbury, and 
to the Mastership of the Modern 
Department of the Islington Pro¬ 
prietary School. On the invitation 
of Bishop Helknuth, ho accepted 
in 1865 the Head Mastership of 
Hellmuth Boys' College, London, 
Ontario, and at a later date became 
Clerical Secretary to the Synod of 
the Diocese of Huron and Secre¬ 
tary to tlxe House of Bishops. Re¬ 
signing his educational charge, he 
became assistant Rector of St. 
Paul's, Woodstock, U.C., and Arch- 
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deacon of Brant 5 and, during the 
Bishop of Huron's absence in Eng¬ 
land, acted as his commissary. In 
March, 18/9, he succeeded Bishop 
Bethune in the see of Toronto. 

SWINBURNE, Algernon Charles, 
son of the late Admiral Charles 
Henry Swinburne, by Lady Jana 
Henrietta, daughter of George, 
third Earl of Asliburnham, and 
grandson of Sir John Edward Swin¬ 
burne, Bart., of Capheaton, North¬ 
umberland, was born in Chester 
Street, Grosvenor Place, London, 
April 5, 1887. He entered as a 
commoner at Balliol College, Ox¬ 
ford, in 1857, but left the university 
without taking a degree. He after¬ 
wards visited Florence, and spent 
some time with the late Walter 
Savage Landor. His first produc¬ 
tions, “The Queen Mother,” and 
" Rosamond,” two plays, published 
in 1861, attracted but little atten¬ 
tion. They were followed by" Ata- 
lanta in Calydon, a Tragedy,” in 
18G1; "Chastelard, a Tragedy,” in 
1865; and " Poems and Ballads,” 
in 1866. The latter work was very 
severely criticised, and led to a 
kind ot literary warfare. In I860, 
Mr. W. M. Rossetti published 
" Poems and Ballads; a Criticism,” 
and Mr. Swinburne himself,"Notes 
on Poems and Reviews.” His later 
works are, “A Song of Italy,” 1867 ; 
" William Blake: a Critical Essay,” 
1867; second edition, 1868; "Siena: 
a Poem/' 18GS; the second pairt of 
" Notes on the Royul Academy Ex¬ 
hibition,” 1808, the first part of 
which was written by Mr. W. M. 
Rossetti; "Ode on the Proclama¬ 
tion of the French Republic, Sept, 
4, 1870; ” "Songs before Sunrise,” 
18/1, in which he glorifies Panthe¬ 
ism and Republicanism; and " Both- 
well, a Tragedy,” 1871; "Essays 
and Studies,” 1875; "Evechtheus,” 
1870; “ A Note on Charlotte 
Bronte,” 1877; "Poems and Ballads: 
second series,” 1878; " A Study of 
Shakespeare,” 1879; "Studies in 
Song/' 1881; " Tristram of Lyon- 
esse,” 1882; "A Century of Roun¬ 


dels,” 1883 j and another volume of 
" Prose Miscellanies,” 1886. 

SYBEL, Heinrich von, one of the 
most eminent of living German 
historians, born at Dusseldorf, Dec. 
2 , 1817, studied history for four 
years at Berlin, under the famous 
Yon Ranke, took liis degrees at the 
University of Bonn, and became 
Extraordinary Professor there in 
1811. The following year he was 
appointed ordinary Professor at 
Marburg, and in 1847 elected a 
member of the States of Hesse, and 
deputy in the Diet of Erfurt. Sum¬ 
moned to Bavaria in 185G, by Maxi¬ 
milian II., he became a member of 
the Munich Academy of Sciences, 
and was sent on several scientific 
missions. In 1801, however, he re¬ 
turned to Bonn as Professor, and 
was elected by that University a 
member of the Chamber of Depu¬ 
ties at Berlin, being more recently 
returned to the Constituent Diet of 
the North German Confederation. 
He was appointed Director of the 
Prussian State Archives at Berlin 
in 1875. His principal work is a 
"History of the French Revolu¬ 
tion,” which has been translated 
into English by Mr. Walter C. 
Perry, from the third German edi¬ 
tion. He iB also the author of 
" Origin of Royalty in Germany,” 
1815; "The Rising of Europe 
against Napoleon I„” 1860; " His¬ 
tory of the First Crusade,” 1841; 
"Minor Historical Writings,” 2 
vols., 18G3-69 ; " Prince Eugene of 
Savoy; ” a preface to Label's 
" Gregory of Tours,” and to 
" Memoirs of Uechtritz ; ” and 
various other historical works. 

SYLVESTER, James Joseph, 
M.A., LL.D., F.R.S., was born 
Sept. 3,1814, in London. He was 
educated at two private schools in 
London, at the Royal Institution, 
Liverpool, and at St. John's Col¬ 
lege, Cambridge, where he gra¬ 
duated as second Wrangler. He 
became Professor of Natural Philo¬ 
sophy at University College, Lon¬ 
don ; Professor of Mathematics in 
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the University of Virginia, U.S.; 
Professor of Mathematics, after an 
interval of ten years, at the Royal 
Military Academy, Woolwich ; 
Professor, after an interval of five 
years, at the John Hopkins Univer¬ 
sity, Baltimore, Maryland, U.S. He 
wa3 for ten years reduced to make 
a living as an Actuary of Assurance 
Companies j founded the Law [Re¬ 
versionary Interest Society; .and 
has been called to the bar. In Dec. 
1883, he was elected Savilian Pro¬ 
fessor of Geometry at Oxford. He 
has published Memoirs in the Eoyal 
Society’s Transactions , in Creliefs 
Journal, in the London and Lublin , 
and in the Quarterly Journal af 
Mathematics, in the London an<l 
Edinburgh Philosophical Magazine, 
in the Comptes Rendus of the In¬ 
stitute of Prance, in other English, 
French, and Italian Journals, and 
in the American Journal of Mathe¬ 
matics , of which he was the founder 
and first editor. He received the 
Eoyal Medal of the Royal Society 
in or about 1SG0, and the Copley 
Medal iu 1830. He is a Fellow of 
the Eoyal Society, Hon. Fellow of 
St. John’s College, Cambridge 
(1SS0), Hon. D.C.L. Oxford, an Hon. 
LL.D. of Dublin and Edinburgh, 
a Foreign Member of the Eoyal 
Society of Naples, Rome, and Got¬ 
tingen, a Corresponding Member of 
the Institute of France, and of the 
Imperial and Eoyal Academies of 
Berlin and St. Petersburg, and 
Member Ordinary or Correspondent 
of very many other learned bodies 
in Europe and the United States. 
Professor Sylvester is chiefly known 
as an algebraist, and as a friend 
and fellow-worker of Arthur Cayley. 
He has given a theory of Versifica¬ 
tion in a volume published under 
the title of "Law's of Verse j ” is 
the inventor of the Plagiograph, 
the Geometrical Fan, and other 
Geometrico - Mechanical Instru¬ 
ments. He introduced into Eng¬ 
land, and greatly generalised,Peau- 
eellier’s method of Linkages, on 
which he gave a lecture at the 


Eoyal Institution. On Dec. 12, 
1885, in an inaugural lecture de¬ 
livered before the University of 
Oxford, he made known his newly- 
discovered Theory of Reciprocients, 
which, it is claimed, more than 
doubles the previous resourcos of 
Modem Algebra. 

SYMONDS, John Addington, born 
at Bristol, Oct. 5,1810, was educated 
at Harrow School, and Balliol Col¬ 
lege, Oxford. He was elected, in 
1802, to a Fellowship at Magdalen 
College, in that University, and 
vacated it by his marriage. He 
has written "Introduction to the 
Study of Dante; ” " Studies of the 
Greek Poets/ J 2 vols.; " Sketches 
in Italy and Greece;" "Renaissance 
in Italy/’ 7 vols. completed in 1880 ; 
M Sketches and Studies in Italy; ” 
" Shelley” and " Sir Philip Sidney” 
in the "English Men of Letters 
Series;” the article on " Italian 
History” in the " Encyclopaedia 
Britannica; ” a translation of the 
" Sonnets of Michael Angelo and 
Campanella;" " Many Moods/’ a 
volume of verse j "New and Old/* a 
volume of verse; "Animi Figma,” 
a volume of sonnets; and "Italian 
By-ways/’ All the above have ap¬ 
peared since 1872. Mr. Syinonds 
has for many years been compelled 
by reason of ill-health, to live at 
Davos-platz, in the Orisons.

TAINE, Hippolyte Adolphe, a 
member of the French Academy, 
born April 21, 1828, at Vouziers 
(Ardennes), pursued his studies 
with brilliant success in the College 
Bourbon, gaining the prize of 
honour for rhetoric at the general 
competition of 1817, and being in 
the following year first on the list 
of those admitted to the Normal 
School (Section of Literature). 
After having obtained, in 1853, the 
diploma of Doctor in Letters by 
two theses—"De Personis Plato- 
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nieis,” and "Essai sur lcs Fables 
do La Fontaine”—he renounced 
the career of university teaching 
and brought out several works. 
Two of these,, written in a most 
brilliant style, contained opinions 
diametrically opposed to the tradi¬ 
tional doctrines of the University, 
and produced a great sensation. 
One was an " Essai sur Titc-Live,” 
1851, "crowned” by the French 
Academy, and designed by the 
author as an application and a de¬ 
monstration of tho system of Spi¬ 
noza 3 the other, entitled " Philo- 
sophes Francis du XIX« si^cle,” 
1856, 2nd edit., 18G0, sharply cri¬ 
ticised the spiritualist philosophers 
and religious writers. These and 
many of his subsequent works were 
received with high favour by the 
materialist school. In March, 1863, 
M. Taine was appointed Examiner 
in Literature at the Military school 
of Saint-Cyr, and, in Oct., 1864, 
Professor of the History of Art and 
^Esthetics at the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts. In June, 18G8, he married 
the daughter of M. Denuelle, a rich 
merchant. M. Taine was a candi¬ 
date for the seat in the French 
Academy that had boen vacated by 
the death of M. Thiers, but he was 
unsuccessful, being defeated byM. 
Henri Martin the historian. Martin 
got eighteen votes and Taine fifteen 
(June 13, 1878). Very soon after¬ 
wards, however, M. Taine gained 
the coveted seat among the forty, 
being elected on Nov. 14, 1878, in 
the place of M. de Lemenie. His 
reception into the French Academy 
took place on Jan. 15, 1880. In 
addition to the works already men¬ 
tioned M. Taine has written :— 
" Voyage aux Eaux des Pyrenees,” 
1855 j u Essais de Critique eb d'His- 
toire,” 1857 j "La Fontaine et ses 
Fables,” 1860 j " Histoire de la Lit¬ 
erature Anglaise,” 4 vols., 1861, 
translated into English by H, Van 
Laun, a work which being sent in 
to the competition of the French 
Academy was rejected by that 
learned body on account of the 


materialist and atheistical opinions 
it contained 3 " lTdSalisine Ang¬ 
lais,” a study on Carlyle, 1864 3 
" Le Positivismo Anglais/' a study 
on John Stuart Mill, 18G4,translated 
into English by T. D. Haye, 1870 ; 
" Nouveaux Essais de Critique et 
d* Histoire,” 1865 3 "Philosophie de 
PArt/' 1805 j " Philosophie de PArt 
on Italic,” I 8 GG 3 "Voyage en Ita¬ 
lic,” 2 vols.j 18GG 3 Notes sur 
Paris: on Vie et Opinions de M. 
Frederic Thomas Graindorge," 
1867; " LTd&Ll dans PArt/' lec¬ 
tures delivered at tho Ecole des 
Beaux Arts, 18G7 j "Philosophie 
de PArt dans los Pays-Bas,” 18G8; 
"Philosophie do PArt en Greco,” 
1870 5 " LTntelligcnce,” 1874 ; 

"Les Origines de la France Con- 
temporaine,” vol. i. " L'Amcien 
Regime,” 1875, vol. ii.

1885. The conservative tendency 
of this work more then rehabil¬ 
itated M. Taine in the eyes of his 
academical colleagues. M. Taine 
has contributed to the Journal des 
D6baU, the Revue de VInstruction 
Publique , and the Revue des Deux 
Monde s, numerous and important 
articles, most of whioh have been 
replanted in the volumes enumer¬ 
ated above. In 1873 M. Taine, by 
the invitation of the Curators of 
the Taylor Institution, gave a 
course of lectures in French at 
Oxford. His impressions of his 
stay in England, were recorded in 
his well-known " Notes sur PAnglo- 
terre.” 

TAIT, P. Macnaghten, F.R.G.S., 
was born in Edinburgh in 1823, 
second son of the late William 
Tait, Esq,, and educated privately 
in Edinburgh, having subsequently 
for some time been under the late 
Principal Tulloch. He first en¬ 
tered an insurance office in Edin¬ 
burgh, and in 1851 proceeded to 
India j was in India during 1857-8-9, 
the years of the Mutiny, when he 
raised the rifle company of the 
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Oah-utta Volunteer Guards, in 
which lie held a command. Sub¬ 
sequently ho travelled in India, Cey¬ 
lon, China, Japan, Canada, and the 
United States of America. He has 
contributed largely to the Calcutta 
Quarterly Review, also to the Ex¬ 
aminer, and other London weekly 
papers. He is the author of 
numerous papers read before 
different societies, amongst which 
may be mentioned—“The Book¬ 
keeping of Life Assurance Com¬ 
panies ; " “Observations on Exist¬ 
ing Tables of Mortality of 
Europeans in India/ 1 1855 j *• Mor¬ 
tality of East Indians/' published 
in the Calcutta Review for Dec,, 
1858 ; " Mortality of Christian 
Females in India/' published in 
the Calcutta Review for Murch, 1859; 
“ The Mortality of Eurasians, ” 
18G4; “ The Population and Mor¬ 
tality of Calcutta/' 1867 $ u The 
Population and Mortality of Bom¬ 
bay/' 18(59; “Anglo-Indian Vital 
Statistics/' 187 J; “ The Theory 
and Practice of Accident Insurance 
on Se.i and Land ;" “ Original 1)

“ Vital and other Statistics of 
Eastbourne/' 1S85. 

TAIT, Peter Guthrie, M.A., whose 
father was private secretary to the 
Duke of Bucoleuch, was bom at 
Dalkeith, April 28,1831, and edu¬ 
cated at the Academy and Uni- j 
versity of Edinburgh, and at I 
Pctorhouse, Cambridge, where ho 
was Senior Wrangler and First 
Smith's Prizeman. In 1852 he was 
elected Fellow of Peterhouse, and 
in 1854 was appointed Professor of 
Mathematics at Queen's College, 
Belfast, where he remained until 
1S60, when he was elected Pro¬ 
fessor of Natural Philosophy at 
Edinburgh. Professor Tait has 
published a number of scientific 
and other works, amongst which 
are “Dynamics of a Particle/' 
1836; “Elements of Philosophy/' 
1873 ; “ Quaternions, ” 1867 ; 


“Thermo-dynamics/’ 18GS ; “Re¬ 
cent Advances in Phybical Science/' 
1876; “Heat" and “Light," 1834; 
“ Properties of Matter/' 1885, be¬ 
sides a large number of papers 
contributed to different periodicals. 
Ho is also, with Professor Balfour 
Stewart, the joint author of the 
qua9i-scieutific essay called “The 
Unseen Universe/' which attracted 
much attention when it appeared 
in 1875, and was very severely 
criticised by the late Professor 
W. K. Clifford. 

TALBOT, The Rev. Edward Stuart, 
ALA., born in London, 1844, is tlio 
son of the Hon. J. C. Talbot, Q.C., 
one of the leaders of the parlia¬ 
mentary bar, and of Caroline, 
daughter of the first Lord Wharn- 
oliffo. He was educated at Char- 
terhouse, and Christ Church, Ox¬ 
ford, where he obtained a first 
class Lit. Hum., 1865, and first 
class Law and Modern History, 
1806. He was ordained in 1807 
and 1870. Ho was elected senior 
student of Christ Church in 186(5. 
and obtained the Ellerton Prize 
Essay in 1S69, on the “ Influence 
of Christianity on Slavery.” In 
18/0 he was appointed first Warden 
of Keble College, Oxford, and was 
Select Preacher in 1873 and in 
I8S3. He was examiner in the 
Final Classical Honour Schools in 
1S71-6, and was appointed ex¬ 
amining Chaplain to the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury in 1883. Mr* 
Talbot married in 1870, Lavinia, 
third daughter of the fourth Baron 
Lyttelton. 

TAMBERLIK, Henri, tenor singer, 
bom at Rome in 1820, made his 
first appearance at Naples in 1811, 
and after visiting various parts of 
Europe, sang at Covent Garden 
Opera, London, taking the leading 
tenor parts with conspicuous suc¬ 
cess. He fulfilled engagements in 
North and South America, and 
sang at Paris in 1858, and again 
in 1869. In the latter year he 
established a large manufactory of 
firearms at Madrid.

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TA1TCHRITZ (Baron), Bernhard 
Christian, publisher at Leipzig* 
celebrated for his editions of Greek 
and Latin Classics* Hebrew and 
Greek Bibles* but best known to 
English travellers and writers for 
his neat continental editions of 
British authors* is a member of an 
old family of booksellers and print¬ 
ers* Karl Tauchnilz, half a century 
ago* having made himself famous 
for his cheap editions of the 
Classics. Ho was bom at Schlei- 
nitz*near Naumburg* in 1810. He 
founded an independent establish¬ 
ment in 1837, and, in 1841* began 
his series of English authors. At 
that time there was no inter¬ 
national copyright, yet lie resolved 
to obtain the sanction of the authors 
to the republication of their works* 
and to pay them for permission to 
include them in his series. This 
collection consists of upwards of 
2*300 volumes* and is continually 
increasing. In order to mark his 
appreciation of the endcavoxu'S of 
Tauchnitz to familiarize in Ger¬ 
many the chef a d’oruvre of a litera¬ 
ture of which lie himself was so 
great an admirer, the Duke of 
Stixe-Coburg, the brother of the 
late Prince Consort, raised him to 
the rank of Baron. In 1872* on the 
retirement of Mr. Crowe, he was 
appointed British Consul-General 
for the Kingdom of Saxony, and in 
1 H/G for the other Saxon Princi¬ 
palities Jn 1877 he was called by 
the King to the Houso of Peers of 
Saxony, His eldest son, Baron C. 
C. Bernhard, a Doctor of Laws* 
and British Vice-Consul, has been 
a pirtner in the house since 18G6. 

TAYXER, Frederick, painter in 
water-colours* horn near Elstree* 
Herts* April 30,1804, became a con¬ 
tributor to the exhibitions of the 
old Water-colour Society in 1831* 
his pictures being chiefly taken 
from subjects in Highland* rural* 
and sporting life i such os the 
u Hawking Parties'” of past times; 
w Unkennelling ” and " Calling 
out of Cover M of modern times j 


fr Troopers of Two Centuries since*” 
u Wayside Travellers " and " Har¬ 
vest Carts ” of to-day. Some of his 
earlier " Scenes on the Moors” wore 
painted in conj unction with the late 
Mr. George Barrett. Occasionally 
he has executed compositions of 
importance from Sir W. Scott’s 
works* in which his spirited style 
in the painting of horses and dogs 
is turned to good account, as in the 
" Festival of the Popinjay,” in 1854. 
He went to Paris as one of the 
jurors in the Fine Art Department 
of the French Great Exhibition in 
1853, and received the Cross of the 
Legion of Honoxu 1 . Mr. Tayler* who 
has illustrated several books* in¬ 
cluding an edition of Sir Roger 
de Covorley* and many of whose 
etchings are to be found in the 
works of the Etching Club* of which 
he is a member, was unanimously 
elected President of the Society of 
Painters in Water-colours in 1858. 
He resigned that oUloe in June, 
1871. 

TAYLOR, The Rev. Charles, D.D., 
Master of St. John's College* Cam¬ 
bridge, born in Middlesex, 27th 
May* 1810* was edxxcated at King’s 
College School, London, and St, 
John's College, Cambridge. He 
proceeded to the degree of B.A. in 
18G2, and in the same year became 
an editor of the Oxford, Cambridge, 
and Dublin Messenger of Mathema¬ 
tics. In 18G3 he published his first 
work on f ‘ Geometrical Conics.” 
He was elected Fellow of St. John's 
College in 1861* and Master of the 
samo* 1881, and shortly afterwards 
received the degree of D.D,* jure 
dignitatis. He is the author of 
numerous articles on Hebrew, geo¬ 
metrical* and other subjects; of 
the Kayo Essay for 1867, on the 
citation from the Old Testament in 
the Hew, published under the name 
"The Gospel in the Law,” 1869; 
and of the following works: * 9 The 
Dirge of Coheleth,” 1874* a mono¬ 
graph giving a new and literal 
interpretation of the 12th chapter 
of Ecclesiastes; fl Sayings of the 
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Jewish. Fathers/' in Hebrew and 
English,edited for theSyndics of the 
Cambridge University Press,, 1S77; 
an "Introduction to the Ancient 
and Modern Geometry of Conics, 
with Historical Notes and Prolego¬ 
mena/ 1 1SSI. In the Prolegomena 
lie proves that the modern periud 
properly begins with Kepler, who 
distinctly formulated the princi¬ 
ples of infinity and continuity 
which differentiate the modem 
from the ancient geometry. He 
has given a course of lectures at the 
Royal Institution on the “ History 
of Geometry/’ 1S3G ; also on the 
lately discovered T & v StSSe/fa 

diroo-rrfAwr, 1885 j these were pub¬ 
lished in April, 18811, under the 
title " The Teaching of the Twelve 
Apostles, with illustrations from 
the Talmud, two Lectures on an 
Ancient Church Manual discovered 
at Constantinople.” 

TAYLOR, The Rev. Isaao, H.A., 
Litt. I)., LL.D., Canon of York, 
born May 2nd, 1820, at Stamford 
Rivers, is the eldest sou of the 
late Isaac Taylor, author of the 
" Natural History of Enthusiasm.” 
Educated at Trinity College, Cam¬ 
bridge, he obtained the tiilver 
Oration Cup, and graduated as a 
Wrangler in 1833. In 1854 he 
edited a translation of Becker’s 
" Charicles.” He was ordained 
in 1857 to a country curacy, and 
published in 18G0 "The Liturgy 
and the Dissenters/’ which rapidly 
ran through three large editions, 
and was repeatedly cited in Parlia¬ 
ment. Removing to London, where 
he successively held two West- 
End curacies, ho published in 
1801 a work on the Etymology of 
Local Names, entitled " Words and 
Places,orEtymologicaHllustrations 
of History, Ethnology, and Geo¬ 
graphy/ ’ This book was favourably 
received by the press and the public, 
and has passed through numerous 
editions. In 1805 he married a 
daughter of the Hon. H. Cockayne- 
Cust, and undertook the charge of 
one of the poorest parishes in 


Bethnal Green. His plans and 
labours for the benefit of his desti¬ 
tute parishioners were described in 
a little book entitled " The Burden 
of the Poor,” which had a large 
circulation. In 1SG7 he published 
"The Family Pen; Memorials, 
Biographical and Literary, of the 
Taylor Family of Ongur.” In 1800 
lie accepted the incumbency of a 
church at Twickenham, and was 
afterwards promoted to the office 
of Rural Dean. During a visit to 
Italy in 1872 his attention was 
directed to the unsolved problem 
of the language and ethnological 
affinities of the Etruscans. In 
1873 he read a paper before the 
Philological Society on * The 
Etruscan Numerals/’ and in 1ST 1 
brought out a volume entitled 
" Etruscan Researches,” in which, 
and in subsequent papers, he esta¬ 
blished tho meaning of several 
Etruscan words and grammatical 
forms, and maintained, in opposi¬ 
tion to the then prevalent theories 
of Corssen and others, that the 
Etruscan was an agglutinative 
non-Aryan language. Presented 
in 1875, by Earl Brownlow, to tho 
Rectory ol* Sutfcrington, in York¬ 
shire, he undertook systematic re¬ 
searches into the origin and history 
of the Alphabet. The first-fruit 
of these studies fappeared in 1879, 
when, in a book called " Greeks 
and Goths, a Study on the Runes,” 
he propounded tho discovery that 
the Runes wore a development of 
an early Greek alphabet, obtained 
by the Goths on the Vistula from 
Greek colonies on the Euxino. In 
this volume the origin of the Irish 
Oghams was also investigated. 
Shortly afterwards he published, 
at Berlin, a paper "Ueber den 
TJrsprung des glagolitischen Alpha¬ 
bets,” in which lie discussed the 
origin of the earliest Slavonic 
alphabets, and showed that it was 
derived from the cursive Byzantine 
script of the 3th century A.n. In 
1879 he received from the Univer¬ 
sity of Edinburgh the degree of 
3b 2 
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LL.D., honoris cautit,iu recognition 
of Ills discoveries and philological 
attainments. In 1883 Hr. Taylor 
published, in two largo volumes, 
hie most important work, entitled 
ff The Alphabet, an Account of tlio 
Origin nndDevelopment of Letters," 
in which he endeavoured to trace 
all known alphabets to one primi¬ 
tive script, developed by the Phoe¬ 
nicians from the Hieratic Egyptian 
writing. This work, which em¬ 
bodied the results of the labours 
of many years, was received with 
great favour in Germany, Engl find 
and America. In consideration of 
its merits the Board of Classical 
Studies at Cambridge unanimously 
recommended its author for the 
degree of Doctor in Letters, which 
is conferred only on the authors of 
original and important contribu¬ 
tions to literature. In the same 
year, 1885, lie was appointed to 
a Canonry and Prebendal Stall in 
York Minster. Canon Taylor, who 
was one of the founders of the 
Alpine Club, is a frequent con¬ 
tributor to learned periodicals, 
especially on subjects connected 
with Aryan and Ural-Altaic Philo¬ 
logy, Onomatology* Paleography, 
Epigraphy, and Comparative Myth¬ 
ology. 

TAYLOR, General Sir Richard 
Oliambre Hayes, K.C.B., born at 
Dublin, 191h March, 1819, second 
son of the Hon. and Rev. Edward 
Taylor, younger son o£ the First 
Earl of Bcctive, by Marianne, 
daughter of Colonel the Hon. 
Richard St. Lcger, was educated 
at Hasslewood School and at the 
Royal Military College, Sandhurst, 
and entered the army as Ensign of 
the 79th Highlanders in 1835. He 
Berved in various colonies and in 
the Crimean War, including the 
battles of the Alma and Balaklava, 
siege and fall of Sebastopol (in 
command of his regiment), also in 
the Indian Mutiny, including the 
siege and capture of Lucknow, 
operations in Oude and Rohilcund, 
IVons-Gogra campaign, actions of 


Rooyak-Allygunge, Bareilly, Shah- 
jehanpore, Punniar, Mahomdee, 
Rampoorkussia, passage of the 
Gogra (commanded column), and 
was frequently mentioned in de¬ 
spatches. He was Assistant-Adju¬ 
tant-General, Shorncliffe and Dover 
Division, from July, 18G0, to Jidy, 
18G5 1 Inspecting Field Oiliccr and 
Assistant-Adjutant-G eneral, home 
district, from May, 18G7, to April, 
1871; Inspector-General of Recruit¬ 
ing from August, 1873, to Dec. 187G j 
Deputy-Adjutant-General of the 
Forces from Dec. 1876 to Oct. 1878 i 
Adjutant-General of the Army 
from August, 1882, to Nov. 1882 ,* 
Governor of the Royal Military 
College, Sandhurst, from Jan. 1883 
to August, 1886. He was promoted 
Colon el. May, 1858j Major-General, 
March, 1868; Lieutenant-General 
October, 1877; General, April, 
1883 s and nominated C.B. 1857, 
and K.C.B. 18S2. 

TOHERNAIEEF, Michael Grego- 
rovitch, a Russian general, born 
Oct. 21, 1828, entered the Russian 
military service in 1847, distin¬ 
guished himself greatly in the 
Crimean war, and attained the 
rank of a General of Infantry. On 
the conclusion of the Crimean war 
he was first appointed chief of the 
staff of a division in Poland, and 
in 1858 he was Bent to Orenburg 
in the capacity of Aide du Chef de 
la ligne du Syr Darin. In 1859 
lie commanded an expedition on 
Lake Aral, to support the Khirgiss 
tribes, at war with the Khivans. 
After a period of service as quarter¬ 
master-general of the left flank 
of the line held by the army of the 
Caucasus, Tehemaicff for some 
time acted as chief of the staff of 
the corps at Orenburg. Next he 
was placed in command of an ex¬ 
peditionary force consisting of 1000 
men, with instructions to march 
from Orenburg, through the passes 
of the mountains bounding Siberia 
on the south, and aorose the steppes 
of Turkestan, and to effect a junc¬ 
tion with another detachment 
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binder Colonel Verevkin which had 
sot out from Semipalatinsk, in 
Siberia, The junction, occurred in 
the vicinity of the town of Tehem- 
kend, then occupied by the Kho- 
kanians. This town Tchernaieff 
took by assault, and immediately 
afterwards unsuccessfully attacked 
(October, 1801) the important 
city of Tashkeud, some SO miles 
south of Tchemkend, and also in 
X)033ession of the Khokanians. 
Having wintered at Tchemkend he 
renewed successfully the attempt 
on Tashkcnd (June 27, 1865). It 
is said that he had received specific 
instructions to content himself 
with the position of Tchemkend, 
and to refrain from any further 
efforts to extend the Russian domi¬ 
nation further southward. Tclier- 
naieff disobeyed his orders, took 
Tashkcnd, was afterwards received 
most enthusiastically at St. Totcrs- 
burg,and received a sabre of honour 
from the Emperor in recognition of 
his military enterprise; but from 
that date he was not actively em¬ 
ployed in the Russian service. 
After a time he retired from the 
army, and passed a legal examina¬ 
tion qualifying him to adopt the 
profession of a notary, when the 
Emperor begged him to re-enter 
the army. He did so in compliance 
with the Imperial request, and was 
reinstated in his rank. After vainly 
waiting a whole year for active 
employment, he again retired from 
the army, and purchased the Rushi 
Mir, a journal which boldly advo¬ 
cated Slav interests, and of which, 
after he had quitted the military 
service altogether, in July, 1874, he 
became the recognisededitor. When 
in 1873 the insurrection in Herzego¬ 
vina broke out, lie opened a sub¬ 
scription in its behalf, and after¬ 
wards, in the summer of 18/6, he 
went to Belgrade and took the 
eoimnand-in-ohief of the Servian 
army. The campaign was most 
disastrous to the Servians, although 
their army was largely reinforced 
by Russian volunteers. Tcher- 
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naieff's proclamation of Prince 
Milan ns King of Servia was much 
censured at the time as a rash and 
foolish act. General Tchernaioff 
left St. Petersburg Sept. 12, 1SS2, 
for Tashkcnd, to take up the reins 
of Government there, 

TECK (Prince and Duke of), His 
Serene Highness Francis Paul 
Charles Louis Alexander, Count of 
Holienstein, only sou of Duke 
Alexander of Wurtemherg and the 
Countess Hohen&tein, was born 
Aug. 27, 1S37. By the German 
law, the marriage of his mother 
to Duke Alexander was only re¬ 
cognised as morganatic, and con¬ 
sequently Prince Teel: and liis two 
sisters bore the titles of Count and 
Countesses of Uoheurtein until 
Dee. 1, 1SG3, when a royal decree 
of the King of Wurtemherg con¬ 
ferred upon them the title of Prince 
and Princess Teck. His Roy til 
Highness served in the Austrian 
army, but resigned liis commission 
in 1866. lie married the Prin¬ 
ces Mary Adelaide of Cambridge 
June 12, and was created an hon, 
G.C.B. (civil division), July 6, 
1866, 

TEGETMEIE.R, William B. f 
E.Z.S., of German extraction, bom 
at Colnbrook, Bucks, in 1816, was 
educated for the medical profes¬ 
sion at University College, Lon¬ 
don. Mr. Tegetmeier is well known 
as a writer on natural history. 
He is the author of “The Poultry 
Book,” f * Pigeon?,” " The Natural 
History of the Pheasant.?," u Mono¬ 
graph of the Crones” &e., and as 
having repnl dished many rare 
ornithological treat h=es, as ‘ f Bod- 
daert’s Planches Enluminues” and 
“ Moore's Columbarium.” He lias 
devoted much attention to the 
variation of species, ami greatly 
assisted Mr. Charles Darwin in the 
preparation of liis volumes on "The 
Variation of Animals and Plants 
under Domestication," and other 
works. Mr. Tegetmeier is editor 
of several departments in the Fiebl 
newspaper. 
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TEMPLE, The Right Rev. Frede¬ 
rick, D.D., Bishop of London, son 
of an officer in the army, born 
Nov. 30, 1821, was educated at the 
Grammar School at Tiverton, and 
proceeding to Oxford, becaino 
Scholar of Balliol College, and 
took hie degree of B.A. in 1842 as 
a double first-class. He was 
elected Fellow and Mathematical 
'Tutor of his college, and, having 
been ordained in 1846, was ap¬ 
pointed Principal of the Training 
College at Kneller Hall, near 
Twickenham, in 1848. This post 
he resigned in 1855; and having 
held an Inspectorship of Schools 
during the interval, was appointed, 
on the resignation of Dr. Goulburn. 
in 1858, Head Master of Rugby 
School. Dr. Temple, who was a 
Chaplain to the Queen, gained 
some notoriety in I860 ns the 
author of the first of the seven 
"Essays and Reviews,” which 
caused so much controversy soon 
after their appearance. At the 
general election of 1S68 Dr. Temple 
took an active part in Warwick¬ 
shire in support of Mr. Gladstone's 
measure for the disestablishment of 
the Irish Churchj and the Premier 
nominated him to tlie bishopric of 
Exeter, in succession to the late 
Dr. Philpolts—an appointment 
which caused considerable commo¬ 
tion in clerical circles. The confir¬ 
mation of Dr. Temple's election 
took place Dec. 8, I860, at the 
church of St. Mary-le-Bow, Cheap- 
side, when Bishop Trower, as the 
representative of a portion of the 
clergy who were opposed to Dr. 
Temple, because he was the author 
of one of the “Essays and Reviews,” 
instructed counsel to oppose the 
election. Counsel were accordingly 
heard on both sides, and Dr. 
Temple's election was confirmed by 
the Vicar-General. Dr. Temple 
received episcopal consecration at 
Westminster, Dec, 21, 1869, to¬ 
gether with tho bishops-elect of 
Bath and Wells, and of the Falk¬ 
land Islands. Dr. Temple pub¬ 


lished "Sermons preached in Rugby 
Chapel, in 1868-60,” in 1861. In 
April, 1883, he was elected Barnp- 
ton Lecturer at Oxford for the 
ensuing year. On tho death of 
Dr. Jackson in January, 3886, Dr. 
Temple was appointed Bishop of 
London, and was succeeded at 
Exeter by Dr. Bickorsteth. 

TEMPLE, Sir Richard, Bart., 
G.C.S.L, M.P., entered the third 
class of the Bengal civil service in 
1816, and eventually waB appointed 
Political Resident at Hyderabad. 
He was Foreign Secretary and a 
Member of Council to the Governor- 
General of India from 1868 to 1874. 
He was appointed President of the 
Statistical Committee in 1SG8; also 
Secretary to the Order of the Star 
of India. In Jan., 1874, he wus 
appointed to superintend the relief 
operations in tho famine-stricken 
districts of Bengal. He became 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal in 
' 1875; was created a baronet in 
Aug., 1876; and was appointed 
Governor of the Presidency of 
Bombay, in Jan., 18/7, which ollice 
he held till March, 1880. His 
services especially during the 
famine years of 1874 and 1877 
were remarkable. On his return 
home he offered himself as a Con¬ 
servative candidate for East Wor¬ 
cestershire, but was defeated. He 
now sits, however, for the Eves¬ 
ham division; is Vice-Chairman of 
the London School Board ; and has 
been President of the Social 
Science Congress. Ho was nomi¬ 
nated an Extra Knight Grand 
Commamler of the Order of the 
Star of India, Jan. 1, 1878. He is 
the author of " Men and Events of 
my Time in India,” 1882; "Orien¬ 
tal Experience; a selection of 
essays and addresses delivered on 
various occasions,” 1883; and 
" Cosmopolitan Essays,” lbbO. 

TENNIEL, John, artist, son of 
Mr. John Baptist Tenniel, born in 
London, in 1820, was educated at 
Kensington. At a very early age 
he showed a taste for art, and 
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whilst a hoy his first picture was 
exhibited, and sold at the Gallery 
of British Artists in Suffolk Street. 
He studied art in his own way, and 
may he said to have been entirely 
Self-taught. He was a successful 
candidate in one of the Cartoon 
competitions in Westminster Hall 
in lb 15, painted a fresco in the 
Palace at Westminster, and has 
only produced a few pictures since, 
chiefly for private collections. In 
1831 he became a member of Pv ach’s 
“Staff/' and from that time has 
contributed to the illustration of 
that periodical. For many years 
he has, without the break of a 
single week, produced the political 
cartoon, and may thus claim a 
high place not only as an artist 
but as a historian of* the time. He 
has illustrated, wholly or in part, 
many Christmas books and other 
works; amongst which may be men¬ 
tioned “ iEsop's Fables " (James's 
edition); “ Lalla Rookh," “The 
Ingold&by Legends/' and Once a 
Werfc. lie is also the illustrator of 
“Alice's Adventures in Wonder¬ 
land/' and its sequel, “ Through 
the Looking-Glass," 

TENNYSON, Alfred (Lord Ten- 
nyBon), D.C.L., F.R.S., Poet 

Laiueate, third son of the late 
Rev, G, C. Tennyson, the elder 
brother of the late Right Hon. 
C. Tennyson D'Eyncourt, was born 
in 1809, at hia father's parsonage, 
at Somerby, Lincolnshire ; his 
mother, who died in 18G5, being 
a daughter of the Rev. Stephen 
Fytche. He was educated by his 
father, and in due comae proceeded 
to Trinity College, Cambridge. In 
1829 he gained the Chancellor's 
Medal by a poem in blank verse, 
entitled " Timbuctoo.” With the 
exception of a volume of poems 
published ill conjunction with his 
brother Charles, when they were 
boys, and a prize poem, composed 
whilst an undergraduate at Cam¬ 
bridge, Mr. Tennyson did not 
publish any tiling till 1830, when 
“ Poems chiefly Lyrical” appeared. 


and from 1812 the steady and rapid 
growth of his famo may be traced. 
The two volumes then issued were 
in part merely a republication, but 
the most important poems were 
those added to his former produc¬ 
tions. It was at once apparent 
that the author of the “ Morte 
d'Arthur/' “ Locksley Hall,” the 
“May Queen/’ anrl the “Two 
Yoices/' was entitled to take the 
first rank among English poets, n 
reputation which wa9 more than 
sustained by the two great works 
which followed. So well known 
and popular, indeed, had Mr. 
Tennyson become after the publi¬ 
cation of “ In Memoriam/' in 1S30, 
that it seemed only a matter of 
course, upon the death of Words¬ 
worth, in 1830, that the privilege of 
wearing “ the laurel greener irom 
the brows of him who uttered 
nothing base" should be offered to 
him. The “ Ode on the Heath of 
the Duke of Wellington ” wa* pub¬ 
lished in 1832, on the morning of 
the funeral; and since that occur¬ 
rence few events of more than 
ordinary interest in the eyes of 
Englishmen have taken place with¬ 
out eliciting from the Laureate 
some poem worthy of tlio occasion. 
He has written “ Poems chiefly 
Lyrical/' published in 1830 ; 
"Poems/' in 1832; “Poems” 2 
vols., in 1842; “ The Princess, a 
Medley,”in 1847; “InMemoriam/ 5 
issued anonymously,in 1830, being 
a series of elegies—a tribute of 
affection to the memory of Arthur 
Hallam, a son of the eminent histo¬ 
rian, and the chosen friend of the 
poet in his earlier days at Cam¬ 
bridge ; “Maud,and other Poems/ 5 
in 1S55 ; "The Idylls of the King/' 
in 1S58 ; “ Enoch Arden, and other 
Poems/' in 1804; “The Holy Grail, 
and other Poems," published Dec. 
13, 1869; “The Window, or tlio 
Songs of the Wrens/' in 1870; and 
“Gareth, and Lynette,” in 1872. 
“A Concordance to the entire 
Works of Alfred Tennyson/' pub¬ 
lished in I860, is a remarkable 
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proof of the Laureate's great 
popularity. At the Commemora¬ 
tion of 1855, the University of 
Oxford, giving expression to the 
universal feeling of England, con¬ 
ferred on the poet the honorary 
degree of D.C.L., and the Follows 
of his own college. Trinity, Cam¬ 
bridge, endorsing the judgment of 
the sister university, subscribed to 
purchase his bust (by Woolner), 
which they have placed in their 
library, and in 1809 they unani¬ 
mously elected him an honorary 
fellow of the college. In 1879 
Mr. Tennyson republished "The 
Lover's Tale," a poem which was 
originally printed in 183:1, hut 
soon withdrawn from circulation 1 . 
In the re-issue it is accompanied 
with a reprint of the sequel, a work 
of the author's mature life, "The 
Golden Supper/' After this followed 
1 ‘Ballads,and other Poems.” Among 
his dramatic compositions are, 
"Queen Mary/' 1875 ,* "Harold,” 
1876 j "The Cup,” a play which was 
represented a t the Lyceum Theatre, 
Jan. 3, 1881, Mr. Irving taking the 
principal character (as also was 
"Queen Mary”); "The Falcon,” 
produced by Mr. and Mrs. Kendal j 
and “ The Promise of May,” a 
drama in three acts, brought out 
at the Globe Theatre, Nov. 11, 
1882. In Dec. 1883, Mr. Tennyson 
accepted a peerage as Baron Tenny¬ 
son of Aldworth, Sussex, and of 
Freshwater’, Isle of Wight. Since 
then ho has published "Beckot,” 

" Tiresias and other Poems,” and, 
at the end of 1886, " Locksley Hall 
—Sixty Years After.” 

TERRY, Gen. Alfred Howe, was 
bom at Hartford, Connecticut, in 
Nov. 1827. He studied law at 
Yale College and began its practice 
in 1848. From 1851 to 18G0 he was 
clerk of the Superior and Supreme 
Courts of Connecticut. At the out¬ 
break of the Civil War he was colonel 
of a regiment of militia, which was 
mustered for the United States 
service in the first call for volun¬ 
teers, with Terry still at its head. J 


In April, 1862, he was made a 
Brigadier-General of volunteers, 
and served in the operations about 
Charleston, and in the siege opera¬ 
tions at Forts Wagner and Sumter. 
He commanded a division in the 
Virginia campaign of 1SG1, having 
command of the corps from May to 
July. He was in charge of the ex¬ 
pedition which captured Fort Fisher 
in Jan, 18G5, for which he was made 
a Major-General of volunteers, and 
Brigadier-General in the regular 
aruiy, receiving also the thanks of 
Congress. In March, 1865, he was 
placed in command of the 10th 
Corps, and in June, of the depart¬ 
ment of Virginia. From I860 to 
1872 he was at the head of the de¬ 
partment of the South, and since 
1872 has had charge of various 
divisions and departments of the 
army. In March, 1S8G, he was pro¬ 
moted to the Major-Generalship, 
made vacant by the death of Gen. 
Hancock, and in the following 
April took command of the divi¬ 
sion of the Missouri. 

TERRY, Edward O'Connor, was 
born in London, March 10, 1811, 
and made his first histrionic at¬ 
tempt as an amateur with the 
"Thespian Dramatic Club,” and 
showing promise ns an actor, en¬ 
tered the profession in 1863, 
making his first appenrancc in 
August of that year at the Me¬ 
chanics' 1 list it ute, Christchurch, 
Hants, under the management of 
the Tvell-kuoivn Huntly May Mac- 
Oarthy; after a tour of six weeks 
witli that gentleman ho appoared 
at Woolwich, Rochester, Shef¬ 
field, Belfast (where ho became 
and remains one of the greatest 
favourites visiting the city); his 
greatest successes there were Asa 
Trench ard to Sothern’s "Dim- 
dreary” and Old Pete (in "The Octo¬ 
roon”) to the Salem Scudder of Del- 
mon Grace. On leaving Belfast he 
became a member of Mr. Charles 
Calvert's company at the Prince's 
Theatre, Manchester, appearing 
| as the Clown in " Anthony and 
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Cleopatra/’ In 18(>7 lie made his 
di/bvt in London at the Surrey 
Theatre in the character of Finni- 
ldn Fussluton in the farce *• A Cure 
for the Fidgets,” which ran ton 
weeks. Ill 1SU8 he appeared at the 
Lyceum Theatre, under the manage¬ 
ment of the Into Hr. E. T. Smith, as 
the First Gravedigger in a revival 
of " Hamlet.” After remaining the 
season he accepted an engagement 
from Hr. Swunborough for the 
Strand Theatre, where ho opened 
in a revival of the lata H. J. 
Byron's burlescpie " The Pilgrim of 
Love/ 1 playing the King of Toledo, 
for which part he wrote his well- 
known Song of Complaints. Amung 
other successful parts may he men¬ 
tioned Cnlino, in a burlesque called 
"Nemesis/’ by Hr. Farnie, and 
Captain Ginger, in Byron’s comedy 
'* Weak ‘Woman/’ Ho next became \ 
a member of the Gaiety company 
in 1870, where he has played with 
great success King Charles in 
" Little Lon Gaidar de Bazan ” 
(Byron) j Levilslioof in the " Bo¬ 
hemian Gyurl,” and Hei>histo- 
pheles in “ Little Doctor FiiUbt ” 
(Byron); “Bobbing Boy” (Bur- 
mind); Ali Baba, “ Forty Thieves ” 
(Reece); Tetepois, " Bluebeard ” 
(Burnand). Latterly lie lias given 
up burlesque, appearing in comedy 
parts, as Walkinshaw in " The 
Rocket jMontague Jolifte in " In 
Chancery” (Pinero). In May, 
188."}, he fulfilled his last engage¬ 
ment at the Gaiety, and has since 
been starring in the provinces, 
where ho has produced a new 
farcical comedy entitled " The 
Churchwarden/’ adapted from 
tho German by himself, and pre¬ 
sented for the first time (in London) 
at the Olympic Theatre, Thursday, 
Dec. 16, 1880. Mr. Terry holds tho j 
lease of a new theatre to be called j 
by his name, which is to be erected ■ 
in the Strand during 1887. j 

TEERY, Miss Ellen Alioe, actress, 
was born at Coventry, Feb. 27, I 
181b and made her first appear- [ 
ance on the stage at the Princess’s t 


Theatre, under the management 
of Mrs. Charles Kean, playing 
"Manilius ” in Shukspeare’s "Win- 
tor’s Tale/’ "Puck,” " Prince 
Arthur/’ &c M and remaining with 
the Keans until they gave up 
management in Loudon. Miss Tony 
next appeared at the Eoyalty 
Theatre, and afterwards ut the 
Haynnirket, playing "Hero” in 
"Much Ado about Nothing/’ and 
learning her first steps in legitimate 
comedy in this, the London Comedy 
Theatre. Then followed a short 
engagement at the Queen's Theatre, 
with Mr. and Mrs. Wigan at the 
head of affairs, playing in Charles 
Reade’s " Double Marriage/’ M Still 
Waters lun Deep/’ ancl "Kathe¬ 
rine/’ in tho " Taming of the 
Shrew ” and acting for the fh\st 
time with Mr. Henry Irving. 
Leaving the stage for seven years, 
she returned to the Queen’s Thea¬ 
tre, malting her re-nppenrancc in 
"Thilippa Chester” in Charles 
Reade's "Wandering Heir.” In 
1875, Miss Terry was engaged by 
| Mr. Bancroft to play at the Prince 
of Wales’ Theatre, " Portia,” 
"Clara Douglas,” in Lord Lytton’s 
i "Money,” and various other parts. 

| In 1876, Lord Lytton’s play " The 
House of Darnley ” was produced 
by Mr. John Hare, at the Court 
Theatre, and in this play Miss 
Terry took the principal charac¬ 
ter. Then followed at the same 
theatre, "New' Men and Old 
Acres/’ and Mr. W. G. Wills’ 
"Olivia.” She remained at the 
Court Theatre until Mr. Hare gave 
j njj its direction. On Mr. Irving 
1 taking the management of the 
j Lyceum Theatre, he was enabled 
! to secure the services of Mias Ellen 
Terry, who made her first appear¬ 
ance at that theatre on Dec, 30, 
1878 , playing “Ophelia” to the 
" Hamlet ” of Mr. Irving. " Ham- 
lot” was followed by "The Lady 
of Lyons,” in which Bho played 
" Pauline/’ She afterwards took in 
succession the parts of " Portia ” in 
the "Merchant of Venice"Ruth 
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Meadows in "Eugene Aram; I 
“ Queen Henrietta Maria" in , 
99 Charles!. ;” “ Cannna” in Tcnny- , 
son's play, "The Cup;” "Dosde- , 
mona”to the " Othello ”und 99 Iago ” 
of Mr. Irving and Mr. Edwin Booth 
played alternately; and " Juliet,” 
to the " Romeo " of Mr. Irving. 
On Oct. 11,1882, " Much Ado about 
Nothing” was presented, in which 
piece Miss Terry played " Beatrice” 
to the "Benedick” of Mr. Irving. 
Miss Terry went with Mr. Irving 
and the other membora of the 
Lyceum company on a tonr to the 
United States in 1883, and again in 
188 i, playing " Ophelia,” " Bea¬ 
trice,” " Portia,” and other leading 
rolw in her well-known repertoire. 
She was received in America and | 
Canada with great cordiality. 
Since her return to London, her 
latest dramatic study is " Mar¬ 
garet,” in the Lyceum version of 
‘ ‘ Faust,” with Mr. Irving as 
" Mcphistopheles.” 

TEWFIK PASHA (Mohammed j 
Tewfik), Khedive of Egypt, was 
horn Nov. 10,1852, being the oldest 
son of the late Khedive Ismail. He 
succeeded to the Vice-royalty of 
Egypt by a decree of the Ottoman 
Empire, Aug. 8, 1879, upon the 
forced abdication of his father, and 
received the investiture on Aug. 1L. 
He is the sixth ruler of Egypt in 
the dynasty of Mohammed Ali 
Pasha, wlio was appointed Tali or 
Governor in 1800, and who in 18 il 
got the Sultan, with the live Great 
Powers of Europe, to settle the 
hereditary principality in his own 
family. Ali had rebelled against 
the Sultnn, encouraged by the 
French Government of that day, 
and lmd made himself absolute 
master of the country. He was 
succeeded in 18J 8 by his sou, Ibra¬ 
him Pasha, who had lived but two 
months alter his elevation. The 
next ruler, Abbas Paslm, a son of 
MohammedAli’s secondson, reigned 
six years. In 1854 he was strangled 
by order of the Sultan, as a punish¬ 
ment for attempted treason. Said 


Pasha, a third son of Mohammed 
Ali Pasha, succeeded on the death 
of Abbas ; but Said also died in 
18G3, whereupon his nephew, Ismail 
Pasha, second son of Ibrahim, born 
in Jnn. 1829, became ruler in his 
turn. The title of Khedive was 
conferred upon him instead of that 
of Vali by an Imperial firman in 
18GG. At the same time the law of 
succession was altered from that 
which had been established in 1811. 
Instead of succession devolving as 
heretofore, according to the usual 
principles of Mohammedan Law, 
upon the senior male descendant of 
the founder of the dynasty, it was 
to go to Ismail's eldest son, and 
thenceforth in the same order of 
primogeniture, excluding the other 
branches of MohaininedAli'sfamily. 
This favour was granted to the late 
Khedive in 1SGG by Sultan Abdul 
| Aziz, in consideration of a large 
i money payment, but in violation of 
the undent and sacred law, and of 
the convention with the foreign 
Powers. The consequence of that 
arrangement of 18GG was the acces¬ 
sion of Tewfik in 1879, instead of 
Halim, the fourth son of Mohammed 
Ali. Prince Tewfik was President 
of the Council at the time of the 
coup d'Ctat of his father, but re¬ 
signed the post immediately after¬ 
wards. The principal events of his 
! reign up to 18H3 have been narrated 
: in our notice of Arabi Since 

that time the Khedive has acted in 
close harmony with the British au¬ 
thorities. He is a loyal and an honest 
nnm; is neither cruel, vicious, ex¬ 
travagant, nor an intriguer j and is 
thus, as far as character goes, a 
very paragon among Khedives. 
Tewfik married in Jan. 1873, the 
Princess Emineh, daughter of the 
I late El Hamy Paslm, and has two 
sons and two daughters. 

THACKERAY, Miss Anne Isabella 
| (Mrs. Richmond Ritchie), daughter 
I of the great novelist, William 
Makepeace Thackeray, was born in 
Albion Street, London. Some years 
I of her childhood were spent in 
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Pari-s, but she has passed the 
greater part of her life ill Kensing¬ 
ton. Her first published work was 
"The Story ot Elizabeth” Ibftt, 
which was at once successful: this 
was followed in 3809 by "To 
Esther, and other Sketches 5 ” " Old 
Kensington/* the work by which 
she is best known j " Blue Board's 
Keys/’ "Toilois and Spim-tors,” 
i( The Village on the Cliff/'" Mi *s 
Angel/' 1875, "Anne Evans,” 1880; 
,f Madame de Scvignc/’ 1S81; *• A 
Book of Sybils,” LSS3 j and ff Airs 
Dymond,” 1385. 

THEEBAW, ex-King of Ava (Bur- 
mah), whose Burmese titles are 
Theebaw* Min, His Most Glorious 
und Excellent Majesty, Ac., is the 
eleventh king of the Alomjjra 
Dynasty, founded in 1858 by the 
first Burmese King of that name. 
Ho was bom in 1858, and succeeded 
Iris father Minclong Min in Oet. 
1878. He was placed on the throne 
by the intrigues of the favourite 
Queen of the late King, who as¬ 
sumed the position of Dcwagor- 
Queen, and caused Tlmehaw' to ho 
proclaimed, at the same time 
forming an alliance between Thec- 
baw r and her second daughter 
Soo Pyah Lat, whom ho married 
shortly after liis accession. His 
reign was unfortunately remark¬ 
able for palace orgies and for the 
murder of his relatives, followers, 
and servitors. Anarchy anil mis¬ 
rule reigned throughout his king¬ 
dom. Theebaw sought to injure 
British trade and influence by 
placing the control of the whole 
commerce of his country and the 
taxation of the frontier in the 
hands of French agents, and took 
away the teak forests from British 
concesbionnaires to give to French 
monopolists. Fur some time he 
endeavoured to establish relations 
with foreign agents, and to con¬ 
tract agreements or alliances with 
the object of creating a situation 
full oi embarrassment for the 
English Government. In Nov. 
1835, an ultimatum was despatched 


to King Theebaw, but the proposals 
for an amicable settlement were 
refiioed. General Prenderga&t then 
sailed up the Irrawaddy to his 
capital, and proclaimed his deposi¬ 
tion and the annexation of Upper 
Burmali to England. Theebaw 
surrendered on Nov. 29 , and shortly 
afteiw ards was sent first to Pan- 
goon, thence to BiitLh India, 
where he still 1 cumins. 

THEED, William, sculptor (sou 
of "William Theed, a well-known 
sculptor in his time, and an K.A.), 
was born at Trontham, Stafford¬ 
shire, in 1801, and received his 
education at Ealing. For some 
years of liis early life he was a 
pupil of Bailey, the sculptor of the 
Nelson monument in Trafalgar 
Square. In Mi*. TJieed went 
to Pome, where he studied under 
the celebrated Thorwaldsen, Gib- 
eon, TTyutt, and Tenerani. In IH/1 
Air. Gibaon was commissioned by 
H.P.H. the late Prince Consort 
to send over designs by the best 
English artists in Pome for four 
marble statues to be placed in 
Osborne. Air. Theed received a 
commission to execute two of them, 
his "Narcissus at the Fountain,” 
und “ Psyche lamenting the loss of 
Cupid.” The troubles of ISIS 
drove Air. Theed from Pome to 
settle in London, but prior to that 
date he had executed many works 
of an ideal nature, notably his 
" Prodigal's Return/* which was 
repeated many times fn marble, 
" Puth Gleaning/ 1 and "Re¬ 
becca tit tin* Well/' On tho 
death of the Prince Consort, 1801, 
Her AIaje*ty commissioned Mr. 
Theed to design a life-sized group 
of hur»ell and the Prince, in Early 
Engli 5I1 costume—which the Queen 
herself named " Tho Parting/ 1 
Air. Theed also executed a life-size 
marble statue of Musidora” for 
the Prince of Woles, at Marl¬ 
borough House, and a statue of 
,l Sappho ” for the Queen at Os¬ 
borne. Some years later Mr, 
Theed’s colossal statue in bronze ot 
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the Prince Consort in the robes 
of the Carter, was unveiled by her 
Majesty at the Prince’s birth-place, 
Coburg, and a replica was orected 
in Sydney, New South Wales, and 
another at Great Grimsby ; a third 
colossal statue of the Prince by 
him stands ill the grounds of Bal¬ 
moral, and one, life size, in marble 
in Balmoral Castle. Mr. Tlieed’s 
statue in bronze of Sir Isaac 
Newton at Grantham, was un¬ 
veiled by Lord Brougham. Amongst 
other portrait statues nre those of 
H.R.H. tlio Duchess of Kent, at 
Frogmore; of Dallam, the his¬ 
torian, in St. Paul’s ; of the late 
Lord Derby, in St. George’s 
Hall, Liverpool; and of the 
late Sir Robert Peel, at Hudders¬ 
field. Mr. Theed designed anil 
executed the colossal marble group 
representing tC Africa ” on the Al¬ 
bert Memorial in Hyde Park. His 
twelve bronze alto-reliefs from 
English history will be found in 
the Princes’ Chamber, House of 
Lords. Among other works are 
marble life-size stutues of Mr. 
Gladstone, Mr- Bright, <fcc. 

THIBAUDIN, Jean, a French 
General, was born at Moulins- 
Engilbert (Niovre), Nov. 13, 1822, 
and received his military educa¬ 
tion at Saint-Cyr. He first saw 
active service in Africa, and after¬ 
wards went through the Italian, 
campaign. On the outbreak of the 
Franoo-Prusaucn war he was sent 
as Lieut.-Colouel to serve under 
Gen. Frossard, took part in the 
battles of Forbftch and Rezonville, 
and was taken prisoner niter 
Bazaine’s capitulation of Metz. 
He succeeded, however, in escap¬ 
ing, and made his way back to the 
French army, where, under an 
assumed name, he commanded a 
regiment. After the conclusion of 
peace he was promoted colonel, and 
in 1882 became general. In 1883 
he succeeded Gen. Billot as Minis¬ 
ter of War and at once appeared as 
a prominent Radical, hostile to the 
Orleans Princes, By his order the 


1 Hue d’Aumale and the Duo dc 
! Chartres were placed on the retired 
] list. On the visit of the late 
Alfonso XII., king of Spain, to 
Paris, in Sept. 1883, Gen. Thibaudin 
was thought to be compromised in 
the hostile demonstrations that 
took place, and he was dismissed 
from the Ministry (Oct. 5, 1S83). 
In 1885 he resumed his duties as a 
member of the Committee of In¬ 
fantry. 

THOMAS, Charles Louis Ambroise, 

a French musical composer, born at 
Metz, Aug. 5,1811, is the son of a 
distinguished professor of music. 
He entered the Conservatoire in 
1828, and there gained many prizes, 
including the grand prize of Rome 
at the competition of 1832. After 
his return from Italy, he produced 
the following works amongBt 
others j—" La Double Eclielle,” 
1837; "lie Perruquier do la Re- 
genee/’ 1838 ; (t be Panier Flcuri 
" La Gipsy/’ ballet, composed con¬ 
jointly with Bcnoist, 1839 ; u Car- 
line/ 1 1810; "Le Guerillcro,” 
1842 ; ,r Le Guild," his first great 
success, ,1818; "Le Songe d’uue 
Nnit d'Ete/* 1830 \ "Raymond,” 
1851} "La Cour de Celimihie,” 
1355 ; " Psyche,” 1830 " Lo Car- 
naval de Venise/* 1837 ; Le Roman 
d’Eivine,” 1800; " Mignon,” 18G0j 
"Hamlet,” a grand opera repre¬ 
sented for the first time on the 
stage March 8, 1808, and the hun¬ 
dredth repetition of winch was pre¬ 
vented by tho burning of the old 
Opera House in the Rue Lepeletier, 
Oct. 23, 1873; "Mignon,” altered 
into a grand opera for the Baden 
Theatre, 1809;"Gillus otGilletin 
and" Framboise de Rimini,’’another 
grand opera, 1877. M. Ambroise 
Thomas has also composed a Re¬ 
quiem Mass, fantasias, nocturnes, 
rondos, &c. Ho was elected a 
member of the Acadeime dcs Beaux 
Arts in succession to Spontini, in 
1851; was appointed "Oliicier d’ln- 
struefcion Publique " in Dec. 1869; 
and replaced Auber as Director of 
the Conservatoire de Musique in 
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1871. He has "been a Commander 
of the Legionof Honour since 1308. 

THOMAS, Theodore, musician, 
was born at Esens, Hanover, Ger¬ 
many, Oct. 11,1835 He first played 
in public at the age of six. In 1815 
his family removed to the United 
States, and for two years he 
played violin solos at concerts in 
New York. He then travelled for 
n time in the South, and returning 
to New York in 1851, he played at 
concerts and at the opera ; at first 
ns one of the principal violinists, 
and afterwards as orchestral leader, 
until 18G1. In connection with 
others he began a series of Chamber 
Concerts in 1853, which were con¬ 
tinued until I860. His first sym¬ 
phony conceits were given in 
18(31-5, and extended (excepting 
from 1869 to 1372) until he lelt 
New York, in 1378, to take the 
direction of the College of Music 
at Cincinnati. Ho remained in 
Cincinnati until 1330, when he 
resigned this position and returned 
to New York, 'With brief intervals 
lie lias been conductor of the 
Brooklyn Philharmonic Society 
since 1862, and of the New York 
Philharmonic Society since 1878. 
From 1366 to 1878 he gave a series 
of summer concerts nightly in 
various cities j and in I860 he 
made his first concert tour in the 
Eastern and Western States, which 
he has repeated from time to time 
since. He lias conducted five music 
festivals in Cincinnati (1873,1875, 
1878, 1380, and 1882), one in 
Chicago (1882), and one in. New 
York (1882). In^ the winter of 
1885-86 he organised a series of 
popular concerts in New York, and 
in the same season he became the 
Conductor of the newly-establislied 
American Opera. Mr. Thomas has 
unquestionably done more than 
any one else to raise the musical 
standard in America during the 
past twenty-five years. 

THOMPSON, Edward Maunde, 
F.S.A., Hon. LL.D. of St. Andrews, 
born May 4, 1840, in .Jamaica, was

educated at Rugby. He was ap¬ 
pointed an Assistant in the British 
Museum in May, 1861, became 
Assistant-Keeper of the MSS. in 
1871, and was appointed Keeper of 
the MSS. in succession to Mr. 
Bond, in 1S7S. Mr. Thompson, 
who is a Lairistrr of the Middle 
Temple, has edited "Chronicon 
Anglia;, 132S-13SS” (in the Rolls 
Senes), 1871; "Letters of Hum¬ 
phrey Prideaux ” (for the Camden 
Society), 1875; '‘Chronicun Ad© 
de Usk, 1377-1*104" (for the Royal 
Society of Literature), 1876; 
" Covrospondenec of the Family of 
Hatton(for the Camden Society), 
1K78 ; " "Diary of Richard Cocks, 
in Japan, 1615-1G22’ 1 (for the 
Hakluyt Society), 1883; and. jointly 
with Profe&bor Jebl), the facsimile 
of the “ Laurentian Sophocles ’* 
(for the Hellenic Society), 18S5. 
He is joint editor of the x>ublica- 
tion-s of the Paljeographical Society. 

THOMPSON, Sir Henry, F.R.C.S., 
born at Framlinghum, Suffolk, 
Aug. 6, 1820, and educated at 
University College, London, was 
appointed Assistant Surgeon of 
University College Hospital, Lon¬ 
don, in 1853, Surgeon in 1803, 
Professor of Clinical Surgery in 
1866, and Consulting Surgeon in 
1871. In 1884 he held the post of 
Professor of Surgery and Patho¬ 
logy to the Royal College of Snr- 
geona, London. He gained the 
Jacksonian Prize of the Royal 
College of Surgeons in 1852, with 
an essay on f ‘ The Pathology and 
Treatment of Stricture of the 
Urethra j" and the same prize 
in i860, with an essay on °The 
Healthy and Morbid Anatomy of 
the Prostate Gland,both of which, 
together with his "Clinical Lec¬ 
tures M and his work on " Practical 
Lithotomy and Lithotrity,’* have 
lain through numerous editions 
here, and have been translated into 
all the chief European languages. 
He was appointed Surgeon Extra¬ 
ordinary to the late King of the 
Belgians in 1863, and to the pre- 
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sent King in lSGfi. Ho was made 
a corresponding member of the 
Society of Surgery in Paris in 1859., 
honorary member of TAccademia 
de* Quiriti at Home, besides various 
other foreign societies, an Officer of 
the Order of Leopold in 1 SC4, and a 
Commander of the same Order in 
187G. He was knighted in 1SU7. 
An articlo written by him in 
the Contemporary Review, in 1873, 
drew public attention to the sub¬ 
ject of cremation. Sir Henry has 
since written other articles on 
the same subject; and, in the 
Contemporawj Review in 1871, a 
paper on “The Prayer for the 
Sick: hints towards a serious 
attempt to estimate its value/* 
More recently he has written on 
matters relating to Pood and Diet, 
in the Nineteenth Centvry; albo a 
work entitled " Pood and Feeding,” 
the fourth edition of which has 
just been issued. Sir Henry 
Thompson studied painting under 
Mr. Elmore and Mr. AlmaTadema, 
and he has frequently exhibited 
pictures at the Poyal Academy, in 
the Salon of Paris, and elsewhere. 
He is also understood to be the 
author of two novels which have 
appeared during the last two or 
three years under the pseudonym 
of Pen Oliver/* 

THOMSON, Sir William, F.K.S., 
LL.D., D.CJ.L., was born at Belfast 
in June, 1821*. His father, the 
late James Thomson, LL.D., was 
lecturer on mathematics at the 
Poyal Academical Institute in 
Belfast, but on his appointment to 
the professorship of that science 
in the University of Glasgow, he 
removed thither with his family. 
At the early age of eleven William 
entered the College, and shortly 
after completing his course at 
Glasgow he removed to Peterhouse, 
Cambridge, where he graduated in 
1845 as second Wrangler, being 
immediately afterwards elected to 
a Fellowship. In 1840 he was made 
Professor of Natural Philosophy in 
the University of Glasgow, and 


still occupies that post. In the 
same year he aceopted the editor- 
ship of the Cambridge and Dublin 
Mathematical Journal, To this 
magazine, which he continued to 
edit for about seven years, he con¬ 
tributed valuable additions to the 
mathematical theory of electricity, 
and among the principal of these 
was his paper on the "Distribution 
of Electricity on Spherical Con¬ 
ductors/’ published in 1848. In 
1855 Mr. Thomson delivered the 
Bakorian Lecture. It was entitled, 
" Electro dynamic Properties of 
Metals/* and contained a series of 
experimental investigations of the 
highest value. Among the most 
important of his contributions to 
the advancement of electrical 
science are the construction of 
several beautiful instruments, and 
their application to the study of 
atmospheric electricity. His quad¬ 
rant and portable electrometers, 
owing to their diversities of appli¬ 
cation and extreme delicacy and 
accuracy, have been of the greatest 
service; a modification of the 
former has been very successfully 
used at the Kew Observatory, to 
indicate and self-registei' changes 
in the electric state of the atmo¬ 
sphere. But it is in connection 
with submarine telegraphy that 
Mr. Thomson's labours in electrical 
science are best known, he being 
the inventor of the Mirror Galva¬ 
nometer and the Siphon-Becorder, 
which, owing to their extreme de¬ 
licacy, can be worked by very low 
i battery power, a circumstance that 
, tends greatly to the preservation 
of the cable 5 ?. To the science of 
magnetism also Sir W. Thomson 
has mado important additions j but 
it is in the investigation of the 
nature of heat that his extraordi¬ 
nary power of mathematical insight 
is seen to the greatest advantage. 
Amongst his many valuable scien¬ 
tific papers we may mention those 
on "Thennal Effects of Fluids 
in Motion; w the "Mathematical 
Theoryof Elasticity/' the "Kigidity 
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of the Earth ; the “ Delermina- 
tion of n Ship’s place at Sea from 
Observation of Altitudes ; M and on 
<e Approach caused by Vibration.” 
On the successful completion of the 
Atlantic Cable in 18GG ho received 
the honour of knighthood, and was 
presented with the freedom of the 
city of Glasgow. The degree of 
LL.D. was conferred on him suc¬ 
cessively by the Universities of 
D ublm,Oambridge, and Edinburgh, 
and that of D.C.L. by Oxford. lie 
is a Follow of both the London and 
Edinburgh Royal Societies, from 
the former of which he received 
the Royal Medal, and from the 
latter the Keith Friz**. He delivered 
the Rede Lecture at Cambridge in 
18GG ; was President of the British 
Association at its meeting at Edin¬ 
burgh in 1871; and was elected 
President of the Geological Society 
of Glasgow for the year 1872. On 
Oct. 29, 1872, he was elected a 
Fellow of St. Peter’s College, Cam¬ 
bridge, under the provisions of the 
College statutes, empowering the 
Master and Fellows to elect men 
eminent for science or learning. 
In Dec. 1877* he was elected bj the 
Paris Academy of Sciences to till 
the place of the late Von Baer as 
Foreign Associate. Ho was Pre¬ 
sident of the Section of Mathe¬ 
matical and Physical Science at 
the meeting of the British Associa¬ 
tion, held at York in Sept. 1881, 
when he delivered a remarkable 
address on the sources of energy in 
nature available to man for the 
production of mechanical effect. 
Sir W. Thomson was appointed one 
of the British Commissioners for 
the Electrical Exhibition held at 
Vienna in Aug,, 1883. Two volumes 
of "Mathematical and Physical 
Papers " by him, u collected from 
different scientific periodicals,” 
were published at Cambridge in 
1882 and 1881. He has been 
President of the Mathematical and 
Physical Section of the British 
Association five times, viz., Belfast, 
1852; Dundee, 18G7; Glasgow, 


1870; York, 1881■ Montreal, 1881 
Ho is the inventor of the almost 
universally adopted (at home and 
abroad) nautical instrument. 
Mariner’s Compass, in which com¬ 
plete and perfect correction against 
disturbance by the ship’s magnet¬ 
ism, temporary and permanent, i3 
provided; and of a Bounding 
Machine, by means of which sound¬ 
ings are taken in depths up to 101) 
fathoms, without even slackening 
the speed of the ship. 

THOMSON, The Most Eev. 
William, D.D., Archbishop of York, 
son of the late John Thomson, 
Esq., of Kelswick House, born at 
Whitehaven, Cumberland, Feb. 11, 
1S19, was educated at Shrewsbury 
School and at Queen’s College, 
Oxford,of which he was successively 
Scholar, Fellow, Tutor, and Pro- 
vo.-d. He took the degree of B.A. 
in 1810, was ordained Deacon in 
1812, and Priest in 1813. After 
four years’ experience of parochial 
labour at Guildford and at Cudde3- 
don, he 1 became tutor of his College, 
and was appointed Select Preacher 
at Oxford in 1S48. He was chosen 
to preaeli the Bampton Lectures 
in 1833, the subject being "The 
Atoning Work of Christ. 3 ’ He con¬ 
tinued at Oxford until hib marriage 
(1833) with 7j oi : , daughter of James 
Henry Skene, Esq. He was Ap¬ 
pointed to the Crown Living of All 
Souls, Marylebone, in 1853 ; and 
the Provostship of the College 
becoming vacant by the death of 
Dr. Fox, he was* notwithstanding 
the part he had taken in altering 
tho close constitution of the College, 
which had excited some opposition, 
elected to succeed him. In 1830 he 
was appointed one of the Select 
Preachers a second time ; in 1858 
was chosen Preacher of Lincoln’s 
Inn, wliich post he held till his 
elevation to the Episcopal Bench ; 
and in 1839 ho was appointed 
one of Her Majesty’s Chaplains in 
Ordinary. On the translation of 
Dr. Baring to the Bishopric of 
Durham, Dr. Thomson was, on the 
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rocommendation of Lord Palmer¬ 
ston, appointed to tlio vacant see 
of Gloucester and Bristol (Doc., 
18GJ). Ho did not remain long* in 
that diocese, for on the death of 
Archbishop Sumner, Hr. Longley 
was translated to Canterbury, the 
arcliiopiscopal sec of York became 
vacant, and after some delay the 
appointment was, contrary to all 
precedent, conferred (Nov., 18G2) 
on Dr. Thomson, who had not 
boon a twelvemonth bishop. The 
euthronization was celebrated in 
York Minster, Rob. 21, 1863. Ilia 
Grace took an active part in pro¬ 
moting' the Public Worship Regu¬ 
lation Act, and had charge of that 
measure in the House of Peers ; 
and at his instance the Govern¬ 
ment, in Feb., 1878, consented to 
tlio appointment of a Royal Com¬ 
mission on Church Patronage. 
Hr, Thomson, who is a Fellow 
of the Royal and Geographical 
Societies, was for boiuq time Ex¬ 
aminer in Logic and Mental Science 
to the Society of Arts, and acted 
for acvoral years as Examiner in 
Divinity in the Oxford Middle- 
Class Examinations. He is the 
author of “An Outline of the 
Necessary Laws of Thought: a 
treatise on pure aud applied logic - ” 
(of which there have beon many 
editions), which lias been used in 
several universities in this country 
and in America as a textbook; u The 
Atoning Work of Christ viowed in 
relation to somo current Tlieorius," 
being the Hampton Lectures for 
18513 ; “Crime and its Excuses,’* in 
the f * Oxford Essays,” 1855 ; “ Ser¬ 
mons preached in Lincoln’s Inn 
Chapel/ 1 1801 j “ Pastoral Letter 
to the Clergy and Laity of tlio 
Province of York,” in reference to 
the recent decision of the Privy 
Council on two of the “ Essays and 
Reviews,” 18G1; " Life in the 
Light of God's Word/’ sermons, 
1808; “The Limits of Philo¬ 
sophical Inquiry/’ an address de¬ 
livered to the members of the Edin¬ 
burgh Philosophical Institution, 


18G8; “Seven Years,” a charge to 
the clergy of tlio diocese of York, 
1870 ; “ Design in Nature,” a lee- 
turo doliverod in connection with 
the Christian Evidence Society, 
5th od., 1871; articles on “Jesus 
Christ a * and the “ Gospels ” in 
Smith’s “ Dictionary of Lho Biblo; ” 
and numerous single sermons. lie 
also edited “Aids to Faith ” (1SGJ), 
a series of thcologic.il essays, by 
several writers, m reply to the 
“Essays and Reviews;” and he 
was the projector of ‘* The Speaker’s 
Commentary,” to which ho con¬ 
tributed the “ Introduction to the 
Gospels,” 'this and other essays 
liavo been republished under the 
title of “ Word, Work, and Will,” 
His Grace is Primate of England, 
a Governor of the Charterhouse, 
and of JCing’s College, London, 
and patron of ninety-six livings. 
The see is of the annual value of 
J210,000. 

THORNTON, The Right Hon. Sir 
Edward, G.C.H., is the son of the 
late Right Hon. Sir Edward Thorn¬ 
ton, G.C.H., who was for. somo 
time Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary in Por¬ 
tugal, and upon whom the title 
of Count do Cassilhas, in that 
kingdom, had been conferred by 
Ring John VI. of Portugal. Sir 
Edward Thornton, who succeeded 
to the title of Count de Cassilhas 
(in the kingdom of Portugal) on 
the death of his father about 1850, 
entered the diplomatic service in 
1812, when lio was attached to 
the mission at Turin. ILo was 
appointed paid attache in Mexico 
in 18J5, and Secretary of Logation 
to the Republic of Mexico in 1851. 
From April, 1852, till Oct. 1858, ho 
acted as Secretary to the late Sir 
Cliarlus Hotham’s special mission 
to the River Plate, ilo was ap¬ 
pointed Charge cPAffaires and 
Consul-General to the Republic 
of New Granada in May, 1851-, 
but was transferred to the 
Republic of Uruguay in Sept, 
of the same year, He was ap- 
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pointed Minister Plenipotentiary 
to the Argentine Confederation of 
18C9; in July, 18G5, ho was sent on 
a Bpecial mission to the Emperor 
of Brazil., and in the following 
month he was appointed Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Pleni¬ 
potentiary to the Emperor of Brazil. 
He retained this post until Sept. 
1807, when he was transferred in 
the same capacity to the court of 
the King of Portugal. He, how¬ 
ever, did not proceed thither, but 
was appointed in the following Dec. 
to the post of Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary at 
Washington, in the place of the 
late Hon. Sir Frederick Bruce, 
G.C.B. In recognition of his 
diplomatic services he was made 
a Companion of tho Bath (civil 
division) in Feb. 18G3; and a 
Knight Commander of the same 
order, Aug. 9,1870. He was swoi*n 
of tho Privy Council, Aug. 19, 
187L Sir Edward Thornton was 
appointed Ambassador at St. 
Petersburg in May, 1881, and to 
tho Sultan of Turkey, Bee. 1, 

1884. This post he only actually 
held during some months in 188U j 
and in October of that year left 
Constantinople " on leave of ab¬ 
sence,” to be succeeded by Sir 
William White. lie was created a 
G.C.B. in Aug. 1883. 

THORRYCROFT, Hamo, A.R.A., 
sculptor, son of Thomas and Mary 
Thomycroft (q.v.), was born in 
London, March 9th, 1851). He was 
brought up in a remote part of 
Cheshire, and educated at Mac¬ 
clesfield Grammar School, and at 
University College School,London. 
At the age of seventeen he began to 
work in his father’s studio, and in 
18G9 was admitted a student at the 
schools of the Royal Academy. In 
1871 lie first exhibited at the Royal 
Academy, and in the samo year 
procoeded to Italy, whore the 
nature of his art received consider¬ 
able modification from study of tho 
works of Michael Angelo. In 1875 
Mr, Thomycroft gained the bien¬ 


nial gold medal of the Royal Aca¬ 
demy for a group of “A Warrior 
bearing a Wounded Youth from the 
Field of Battle.” In I860 he made 
his first great success, with a 
statue of "Artemis,” which was 
executed in marble for the Duke 
of Westminster, and iB now at 
Eaton nail. In Jan. 1S8J, Mr. 
Thomycroft was elected A.R.A, 
and for the exhibition of the same 
year produced his statue of 
" Teucer ” which was purchased 
from the Chantrey Fund, and is 
now, in bronze, in the South Ken¬ 
sington Museum. Since then his 
most important works have been, 
the statue of " The Mower,” 1884 j 
" The Memorial to the Poet Gray,” 
at Pembroke College, Cambridge, 
1883, and the Btatue of "The 
Sower,” 188G. Also in 1885 he 
executed a bust of Samuel Taylor 
Coleridge for Westminster Abbey. 
Mr. Thomycroft is at present en¬ 
gaged on the national monument 
to General Gordon. 

TH0RNY0R0FT, John Isaac, 
builder of torpedo boats, eldest son 
of Thomas and Mary Thomycroft, 
was born on Fob. 1st, 1813, in the 
Via Felice, Romo, in which ancient 
city his parents wore then studying 
classic art. His mechanical train¬ 
ing was commenced at an early age 
by hie father, who made a locomo¬ 
tive, on which his children rode 
round his studio. Tho cylinders of 
this locomotive were afterwards 
adapted by his oldest son to form 
the enginos of a very successful 
model steamer, which contained 
several of the most important ele¬ 
ments to which the success of the 
modern torpedo boat is due,—the 
closed stokehole and fan, by means 
of which air could be forced through 
the fire, and the relatively large 
size and low position of the pro¬ 
peller. Rather later, when 18 
years of age, he constructed a 
small steam launch, the Nautilus ?, 
winch was the first steam launch 
on the Thames that attained 
sufficient speed to keep up 
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with, racing crows. In 1863 lie 
designed the Ariel, wliicli was built 
at Chiswick, where ho started 
almost as an amateur bont-buildor. 
The Ariel was an example of a very 
fast steamboat, which was only 
surpassed in bpaccl by tlio Miranda, 
whoso exact performance was mea¬ 
sured by Sir Frederick Bramwoll 
in 1872, and made a considerable 
sensation wlion published at a 
meeting of the Naval Architects. 
This boat may be considered as 
the progenitor of the torpedo boats 
of the present day. Tho closed 
stokeholes, however, wore only per¬ 
fected by Mr. Thomycroft in 1876, 
in tho Giiuna, a yacht on tin? Lake 
of Geneva, which has never yot 
been beaten by a boat of similar 
size. After building tho Ariel Mr. 
Thornycroffc went for nine months 
as a draughtsman to Palmer's 
Shipbuilding Co., on tho Tyno; ho 
then went to Glasgow to go through 
tho engineering courso at that 
University, and obtained the cer¬ 
tificate of proficiency in less than 
the usual time. On leaving the 
University he spent nine months 
nt Mr. John Elder's, of Govan, in 
studying the method of shipbuild¬ 
ing on tho Clyde. He then returned 
to Chiswick, and became a builder 
of torpedo boats. In this profes¬ 
sion he rapidly took the first place $ 
and lie has constructed a very large 
number of such boats for the 
British and foreign governments. 

THORNYCROPT, Mrs. Mary, 
daughter of the late Mr. John 
Fraucis, sculptor, was born in 181 1, 
at Thomham, in Norfolk. From 
an oarly ago she was admitted 
to her father's studio, and soon 
became an exhibitor of heads 
and busts at the Royal Academy. 
Tho work which first attracted the 
attention of the public was a life- 
sized statue called the f# Flower- 
Girl.” Miss Francis became the 
wife of Mr. Thomycroft, who had 
been a pupil of her father, in 3 8X0, 
accouipanicdhira on a tour through 
Italy in 18X2, and at Rome derived 


groat advantage from the advice 
of Tkorwaldscn and Gibson. Tho 
latter was struck with hor models 
of “ Sappho ” and a " Sloeping 
Child,” and recommended her to 
tho Queen as tho best artist to 
model the portraits of the royal 
children. On hor return to Eng¬ 
land in 1843, Mrs. Thomycroft 
received Her Majesty's command 
to cxecuto a atatuo of the Princess 
Alice, and performed her task bo 
satisfactorily, that commissions 
were given to her for statues of 
the Princess Royal, the Prince of 
Wales, and Prince Alfred. The 
Queen continued to patronize her, 
and she executed other works for 
tho royal family. Iler admirable 
work, a " Girl Skipping,” was 
greatly admired in tho Pnris Exhi¬ 
bition of 1855. Of Mrs. Tliorny- 
croft's sons, one is tlu» ju’opriotor 
of tho great torpedo-boat building 
yard on tlio Thames, and one is 
the sculptor and A.R.A. Her 
daughter. Miss Helen Thornycrofl, 
is an accomplished flowor-paintcr. 

TH0R0LD, Tho Right Rev. An¬ 
thony Wilson, D.D., Bishop of 
Rochester, younger son of the late 
Rev. Edward Thorold, rector of 
Hougham-ciim-Marston, Lincoln¬ 
shire, by Mary, only daughter of 
Thomas Wilson, Esq., M.D., of 
Grantham, was bom at Hongliam, 
June 13, 3825, and educated at 
Queen's College, Oxford (B.A, 
18X7 5 M.A. 1850 j B.D., by diploma, 
1877). lie was rector of St. Giles- 
in-tho-Fields, London, from 1857 
to 18G8 j a member of tho Schools 
Inquiry Commission in 1801; 
minister of Curzon Chapel, May- 
fair, in 1808 j and was olocted on 
the first School Board for London 
in 1870, He became vicar of St. 
Pancras, Middlesex, and rural (loan, 
in I860 j canon residentiary of York 
in 1874> examining chaplain io tho 
Archbishop of York tho same year; 
also provincial chaplain to tho 
Archbishop of Canterbury, On the 
recommendation of Lord Beacons- 
field, he was nominated by tho 
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Ciwn to th e bishopric of I? ochester, 
in succession to Dr* Claughton,who 
had been translated to the newly- 
constituted bcg of St. Albans. lie 
was consecrated in Westminster 
Abbey, July 25, 1877. lie is the 
author of several devotional works, 
of which one, "The Presence of 
Christ/' has gone through ton 
editions. 

T H 0 R P 33, Thomas Edward, 
F.R.S., was born at Harpurhey, 
near Manchester, Dec. 8, 1815, 
being the son of a Manchester 
merchant. Ho was educated at 
private schools, at Owens College, 
Manchester, and at the Univer¬ 
sities of Heidelberg and Bonn. 
IIo was appointed Demonstrator of 
Chemistry at Owens College in 
18G9; Professor of Chemistry in 
Anderson's College, Glasgow, in 
1870; Professor of Chemistry in 
the Yorkshires College at Leeds in 
1874*; and Professor of Chemistry 
at the Normal School of Science, 
and Royal School of Minos, South 
Kensington,in 1885. HoisaF.R.S., 
a Vice-President of the Chemical 
Society of London, of the Society 
of Chemical Industry, a Follow of 
the German Chemical Society, and 
of the Physical Society of London, 
Ph.D. of Heidelberg, and B.Sc. of 
the Victoria University, Man¬ 
chester, and Examiner in Chemis¬ 
try at the University of London, 
the Victoria University, and tho 
Science and Art Department, 
South ICcnsington. He was first 
Longstaffe Medallist of the Chemi¬ 
cal Society of London, and is a 
corresponding member of the 
Philosophical Society of Glasgow. 
Professor Thorpe is the author of 
62 memoirs on Chemistry and 
Physical Chemistry, published in 
the " Philosophical Transactions/' 
the Proceedings of the Royal So¬ 
ciety and tho Journal of tho Chemi¬ 
cal Society, and the British Asso¬ 
ciation Reports. He is also tho 
author of "Inorganic Chemistry," 
2 vols.; f< Qualitative Analysis;" 
" Quantitative Analysis; " "Chemi¬ 


cal Problems;" and editor of 
"Coal: its History and Uses," 
Ho has likewise written various 
articlos in Watt's "Dictionary 
of Chemistry," and is a frequent 
contributor to Nature and other 
scientific periodicals. Professor 
Thorpe was a member of the Solar 
Eclipse Expedition of 1870 and 
1878. He has acted as one of the 
Secretaries of the Chemical Section 
of tho British Association for the 
Advancement of Science, and was 
a Vice-President of tho Section at 
the Jubileo Meeting at York in 
1880. 

THRING, The Rev, Edward, 
Headmaster of Uppingham School, 
is the third son of the Rev. E, G. 
D. Tliring, late Rector of Alford, 
in Somersetshire, at which place 
he was born on Nov. 20, 1821. He 
is a brother of Lord Thring, K.C.B., 
and of the Rev. Godfrey Thring, 
the Hymn-writer. In the autumn 
of 1832 ho was sent to Eton, and 
passed from Eton to King's Col¬ 
lege, Cambridge, in 1811. In 
1813, be was Porson Prizeman, 

B. A, in 18 U, and elected a Fellow 
of bis College. In 181G, lie was 
ordained to tlie curacy of Si. 
James's, Gloucester, under the 
Rev. T. A. Hedley. He left 
Gloucester after a year, from ill- 
health. Then, after having Bpent 
a year as curate at Alford, two 
years at Great Marlow as a private 
tutor taking pupils, two years at 
Cookham Dean as curate of Stub- 
bings, and six months in Italy and 
Rome, in Sept. 1853, he was 
elected Headmaster of Upping¬ 
ham School, and entered upon his 
duties on Sept. 10. At the follow¬ 
ing Christmas he married Marie 

C. L. Koch, daughter of Carl J. 
Koch, Steuerrath of his Prussian 
Majesty's Customs, Counsellor of 
Bonn, on the Rhine. Uppingham 
Sohool at that time consisted of 
a school-house, a Bchool-room, 
and twenty-five boarders. His 
scheme for giving every boy, 
clever or stupid, proper teaching, 
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nnd for having proper machinery 
to do it, was sot on foot almost im¬ 
mediately. Year by your it maclo 
way, anrl the school now consists 
of a chapel, now school-room, old 
school-room, sundry class-rooms, 
cloven boarding-houses, swimming- 
bath, carpentery, forge, and metal 
workshops, gardens, sanatorium, 
and a preparatory school, with a 
stall of Lhu’ty-threo masters, and 
the matron of the sanatorium* 
The numbers have for years boon 
limited to 330. Ho lias published 
several educational works, amongst 
which arc ff Theory and Practice of 
Teaching” (3rd edit*), Cambridge, 
at the University Press j " Sur- 
mons of Uppingham School/ 1 2 
yols*, X) eight on & Bell, Cambridge ; 
"Education and School” (2nd 
edit.) J <f Thoughts on Life 
Scionco” (2nd edit.), Cambridge 
and London, Macmillan & Co.; a 
Latin Gradual, and an Address, 
delivered before the Education 
Society, of which he is President. 

TISZA, Koloman von. Prime 
Minis! or of Hungary, was born at 
Ceszt, Dec. 10,1830, and educated 
for the Civil Service, but his career 
was blocked at the outset by the 
Revolution of 1848. For some years 
he devoted himself to travel, find 
in 1869 first became known as mi 
opponent of the Government 
policy of religious intolerance, 
In 1800 his party gained some in- 
xlopondenoo; he then obtained a 
scat in tho Hungarian Parliament, 
and succeeded Count Toleki as a 
loader of tho Modorate Radicals, 
Tn 1876, carrying over this branch 
to the united Liberals under Dculc, 
ho became Minister of tho Interior, 
and subsequently Prime Minister 
of the Hungarian Cabinet. In the 
critical period of 1870-8, ho opposed 
Russia and Panslavism, being less 
vacillating than Count Andrassy, 
who had kept hesitating between 
Russia and Germany in their views 
of the Eastern Question. He re¬ 
signed with his oo-ministers when 
Austrian finances were insufficient 
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to meet tho expenses of the Bosnian 
occupation, but eventually re¬ 
turned to his present position. 

TITCOMB, The Right Rev. Jona¬ 
than Holt, 31.D,, born in London 
in 1819, and educated at Petor- 
houso, Cambridge (B.A. 1811 j 
M.A. 1813 *, D.l)., litmoris raustl, 
1877), was vicar of St. Androw- 
thc-Loss, Cambridge, 18 J 5-59; 
soorotary to tho Christian Verna¬ 
cular Education Society for India, 
1859-Gl; vicar of St. Stephen's, 
South Lambeth, 18G1-7G j and 
honorary canon of Winchester and 
vicar of Woking, Surrey, 387G-77. 
Having been appointed by the 
Crown to the bishopric of Rangoon, 
in British Burmah, he was conse¬ 
crated in Westminster Abbey, Due. 
21,1877. He resigned liis bishopric 
at the beginning of tho year 1882. 
In 1884, he was appointed by tlip 
late Bishop of London ns liis co¬ 
adjutor for the Supervision of tho 
English Chaplaincies in Northern 
and Central Europe, extending 
ovor ten nations. The appoint¬ 
ment was confirmed by Ur. 
Temple, tho present Bishop of 
London. 

TOOLE, John Laurence, come¬ 
dian, son of Mr. Toole, the civic 
toast-inastor, bom in London, 
Max-cli 12, 1830, was educated at 
the City of London School, and 
booamo a clork to a wine-merchant, 
but soon qxiittod this occupation. 
Having boon smitten with the 
“bias dramatic/' ho was induced 
to join the Oily Histrionic Club, 
wlioro his qualifications for the 
dramatic profession were soon re¬ 
cognized, and he found a favour¬ 
able opportunity for appearing 
before a public audience at n bene¬ 
fit to Mr. F. Webster, at the Hay- 
market Theatre, July 22, 1862. 
Having successfully passed this 
ordeal, lie resolved to become 
an actor, and began his profes¬ 
sional career under Mi". Charles 
Dillon, at the Queen's Theatre, 
Dublin, where he achieved great 
success* After further testing his 
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powers at Belfast, Edinburgh, and 
Glasgow, he accepted, in 1854, an 
engagement at the St. James's 
Theatre, London, under the man¬ 
agement of Mrs. Seymour, and 
sustained a varioty of characters 
in low comedy with considerable 
success. This was followed by an 
engagement with his old manager, 
Mr, C. Billon, who had the Lyceum 
for a short term, and, on the open¬ 
ing of the New Adelphi Theatre by 
Mr. Webster, Mr. Toolo became 
the leading comedian. He has for 
more than thirty years been a 
popular favourite, whether it be in 
the broad region of farce, or in 
those more important parts in 
which tears and laughter equally 
XU’edominate; such as ft Caleb Hum¬ 
mer,” in the version of Mr, Dickens's 
" Cricket on the Hearth,” or the 
honest fireman, Joe Bright, in 
the drama "Through Eire and 
Water.” For several years Mr. 
Toole has been in the habit of 
making a professional tom in the 
provinces, whero he is as great a 
favourite ns in the metropolis. In 
July, 1871, he went on a "starring” 
lour to the United States, and 
made his American debut at Wal¬ 
laces Theatre, New York (Aug. 
17). He reappeared at the Gaiety 
Theatre, London, Nov. 8, 1875. On 
the 17th of Nov. 1880, ho undertook 
the management of the Folly 
Theatre, which he has recon¬ 
structed in accordance with all the 
requirements of the authorities, 
and re-named, calling it after his 
own name—Toole's Theatre. 

T 0 a E E N S, William Torrens 
McCullagh, oldest son of Mr. James 
McCullagh, of Delvillo, co. Dublin, 
born in Oct., 1813, was educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin (B, A, 1834 j 
LL.B. 1810), became a member of 
Lincoln’s Inn, and practised at the 
Common Law bar. Ho was ap¬ 
pointed a Commissioner of the Poor 
Law Inquiry in Ireland in 1835, 
privato secretary to Lord Taunton 
(then Mr. Labonchere) in 1846, 
represented Dundalk from 1817 
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till July, 1852, when he was an un¬ 
successful candidate for Yarmouth, 
for which he was relumed at the 
general election in March, 1857; 
he was returned for Finsbury in 
July, 1805, and sat for the borough 
iu four consecutive parliaments. 
In 18G3 he assumed, for family 
reasons, his maternal name. He 
was a prominent member of the 
independent Liberal party, who 
secured by their support Mr. Dis¬ 
raeli's proposal of household 
suffrage for towns, and in com¬ 
mittee on the Bill he proposed and 
carried the lodger franchise. In 
the following year he brought in 
the Artisans' Dwellings Bill, 
which passed both Houses. In 
1860 he obtained the adoption of 
the system for London of boarding 
out cliildrou by Poor Law Guar¬ 
dians ; and in 1870 an Act to 
amend the laws regarding extradi¬ 
tion was passed in accordance with 
the recommendations of a com¬ 
mittee, for which Mr. Torrens had 
moved two yoai’s before. The 
School Board for London was sug¬ 
gested and proposed to Parliament 
by him as an amendment to Mr. 
Forsior's Elementary Education 
Bill i and he was himself elected a 
member of the School Board for 
Finsbury. When purchase in the 
army was abolished, he carried an 
address to tho Crown against send¬ 
ing soldiers under age to servo in 
hot climates. Mr. Torrons has 
written " Lectures on the Study of 
History;” "The Life of R. L. 
Shiel;” "Lite and Times of Sir 
James Graham;" rf Industrial 
UiBfcory of Free Nations;” "Em¬ 
pire in Asia, How we camo by it; ” 
"Memoirs of Viscount Melbourne 
"Reform of Procedure in Parlia¬ 
ment j ” and " Life of Lord Welles¬ 
ley.” In 1885, he brought in and 
carried an Act limiting tho charge 
for Water Rates in London to the 
amount, from time to time, of the 
ublio assessment. To him also is 
ue the enactment removing the 
principal prisons from the metro- 
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polis, in order to provide sites for 
workmen's dwellings and public 
gardens. 

TRAILL, Henry Duff, D.O.L, 
youngest son of tlie late James 
TraiII, a stipendi ary magistvato of 
the metropolitan district, was horn 
at Blaukhuoth, Aug. 14,1842, and 
educated at Merchant Taylors’ 
School, whence he proceeded ns 
Probationary Fellow to St. John’s 
College, Oxford, whore ho gradu¬ 
ated B.A. in 1801. He was colled 
to the bar by tlio Society of the 
Inner Temple in 1808, and joined 
the Home (now South-Eastern) 
Circuit, lie adopted the journal¬ 
istic and literary profession in 
1871, and lias been an extensive 
contributor to the Pall Mall 
Gazette (under the original man¬ 
agement), tlio Si, James's Gazelle, 
tlio Daily Telegraph, the Saturday 
Review , &o. Ho published in 1881, 
u Central Government ” (the Eng¬ 
lish Citizen series); in 1882, 
* f Sterne M (the 'English Me a of 
Letters series), and “ Recaptured 
Rhymes,” (a re-issue of) principally 
light political verse contributions 
to various newspapers and periodi¬ 
cals ; in 1884, rf The New Lucian/’ 
a series of Dialogues of the Dead; 
and " Coleridge " (English Men of 
Letters) ; and in 1880, ** Shaftes- 
hury (the first Earl)/’ a monograph 
contributed to the series called 
"English Worthies.’ 5 

TREL AWN 5T, Sir John Salisbury, 
Dart., oldest son of the late Sir W. 

L, S. Trolawny, Dart., formerly 

M. P, for East Cornwall, and lalor 
Lord Lieut. for Cornwall, was born 
Juno 2, 1810, and educated at 
Westminster and Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where lie became lb A.; 
he was called to the bar at Xiincoln’s 
Inn in 1811, and succeeded his 
father as ninth baronet, Nov. 1G, 
1850. He is a Magistrate and Do- 
puty-Lieut. for the County of Corn¬ 
wall, web appointed in 1840 captain 
of the Cornwall Rangers Militia, 
and was some time Captain-Com¬ 
mandant of the 2nd Cornwall Rifles 


Militia. Ho was ono of the mem¬ 
bers for Tavistock in the Liberal 
interest from March, 1843, till 
April, 1852, when he retired. Sub- 
secpiently standing in 1852, he was 
unsuccessful, hut was again elected 
in March, 1857, and retired at the 
general election in July, 1805. He 
was well known in the House of 
Commons as ono of tlio leaders of 
the Anti-Church-rate Movement, 
and for several years proposed a 
motion on that subject. Ho was 
elected for East Cornwall in 18G3, 
and held that seat till Feb. 1874. 
In 1870 Sir J. S. Trelawny was ap¬ 
pointed one of the commissioners to 
inquire into and report upon the 
administration and operation of 
the Contagious Diseases Acts. 

TREVELYAN, The Right Hon. 
Sir George Otto, Bart., M.P., born 
July 20, 1838, at Rothloy Temple, 
Leicestershire, is tlio only son of the 
late Sir Charles Edward Trevelyan, 
Bart., K.C.B., and Hannah More 
Macaulay, sistor of Lord Macaulay. 
Ho was educated at Harrow School 
and Trinity Collogo, Cambridge, 
where lie was second in thu first 
class in classics. He was elected 
mombor for Tynemouth in the 
Liberal interest in 18G5, and for 
the Border Burghs in 18G8. Mr, 
Trevelyan was appointed Civil 
Lord of tlio Admiralty, in Mr. 
Gladstone’s Government, in Dec., 
18(58, but resigned oflico in July, 
1870, on a point of conscience con¬ 
nected with the Government Edu¬ 
cation Bill. Ho advocated a 
flweexiiug reform of the army, in¬ 
cluding the abolition of the pur¬ 
chase of commissions, both in and 
out of Parliament, and was for 
many years the foremost supporter 
of the extension of tlio County 
Franchise. Mr. Trevelyan sue- 
coodedMr. Sliaw-Lofovre ns Parlia¬ 
mentary Secretary to the Admiralty 
in Nov. 1880, and he held that office 
until his appointment, after the 
murder of Lord Frederick Caven¬ 
dish, as Chief Secretary to tlio 
Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland (May 0, 
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1882). This arduous post ho held 
through two most trying' years, and 
in Oct., 1884, he joined the Cabinet 
as Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster. On the formation of 
Mr. Gladstone's third Government 
in 1883, he was appointed to the 
new post of Secretary for Scotland, 
but resigned on March 27, 1880, in 
consequence of disagreement with 
the Prime Minister's proposed 
scheme for Ireland. Ho failed to 
secure re-election after the dissolu¬ 
tion of 1886. He is the author of 
f * Letters of a Competition Wallah,” 
republished from Macmillan's Maga¬ 
zine in 1861; " Cawnpore,” in 1863 ; 
f ‘ The Ladies in Parliament, and 
other pieces,” collected and pub¬ 
lished in 1809; *• The Life and 
Letters of Lord Macaulay,” 2 vols., 
1870, 2nd edit., 1877 j and "The 
Early History of Charles James 
Pox ” 1880. 

TREVOR, The Rev. George, M.A., < 
born in 1809, and educated at 
Magdalen Hall, Oxford, graduated 
S.C.L. in 1836, talcing an honorary 
fourth class in classics, and has sinco 
proceeded B.A. and M.A. In 1871 
ho was created D.D. by diploma by 
Trinity College, Hartford, Connec¬ 
ticut, tT.S. lie was a Chaplain on 
the Madras Establishment in the 
East Indies, from 1836 till 1810, 
and was appointed Rector of All 
8 aints', York, in 1817, and a non- 
residentiary Canon of that cathe¬ 
dral. He was Chaplain to the High 
Sheriff of Yorkshire the same year, 
and in 1850 hie reputation as a 
preacher caused him to be elected 
one of the Chaplains of the parish 
church at Sheffield by the capital 
burgesses of that town. In 1868 
Canon Trevor was appointed Rector 
of Burton Pidsea, in the liberty of 
St. Peter's, a village in Holderness. 
In 1871 ho was collated to the rec¬ 
tory of Beoford-witli-Lissct, near 
Hull, He is well known for the 
active part which ho has taken in 
promoting the revival of the func¬ 
tions of the northern Houso of 
Convocation. He sat as Proctor 


for the Chapter of York in 1847, and 
was the first to move the elect ion of 
a Prolocutor in order to proceed to 
business. He was afterwards re¬ 
turned by the clergy of the Arch¬ 
deaconry of York, and under Arch¬ 
bishop Longley, accepted the office 
of Actuary of tho Lower Houso. 
Archbishop Thomson appointed 
him Synodal Secretary, but lie re¬ 
signed in 1874, to stand as Proctor 
for the Eiist Riding, in which he 
was twice dofoated. Being elected 
by the unanimous vote of the Dean 
and Chapter of York in 1881, he was 
specially added to the Conference 
of the two Convocations on Ckuroli 
and State, and examined before the 
Royal Commission on tho Ecclesias¬ 
tical Courts. Canon Trevor 1ms 
written " Christ and His Passion,” 
1817; " Sermons on Doctrines and 
Means of Graco,” 1851; “Origin, 
Constitution, and Point of Pro- 
t coodings in tho Convocations of 
the two Provinces of Canterbury

He is now 
engaged on the "Memorials of 
York.” 

TRISTRAM, The Rev. Henry 
Baker, D.D., LL.D., F.R.S., son of 
the laic Rev. Henry Baker Tris¬ 
tram, vicar of Eglingham, North¬ 
umberland, waBbom May 11,1822, 
and educated at the Grammar 
School of Durham, and at Lincoln 
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College, Oxford (B.A., JHII; M.A., 
181G). In 1815 1) o was ordained to 
the curacy of Morchjird-B tshop, 
Devonshire, which he was obliged 
to resign in less than two years in 
consequence of ill-health. At this 
juncture Admiral Sir Charles Elliot 
was about to proceed to Bermuda 
us governor, and Mr* Tristram ac- 
coinpauiud hint ua Chaplain and 
Secretary. Ho resided at Bermuda 
throo years, and then accepted in 
1819 tho Bmall rectory of Castle 
Eden, co. Durham. There he re¬ 
mained till 1855, when the state 
of his health again compelled him 
to seek a milder climate. The 
winter of 1855 ho spent in the city 
and neighbourhood of Algiers, 
making several excursions into tho 
northern Sahara. The second win¬ 
ter of his stay was altogether occu¬ 
pied in traversing tho Sahara be¬ 
yond the range of the Atlas Moun¬ 
tains, The third winter spent in 
the Mediterranean afforded him 
his first opportunity of visiting 
Palestine. On the conclusion of 
his tour through Palestine lie re¬ 
turned to England, and romainod 
here for some yoars, being ap¬ 
pointed in 1800 Master of Qreal- 
ham Hospital and Vicar of Grcat- 
liam, co. Durham. He held that 
living till 1873. In 1HG3 he again 
visited tho Holy Land, directing 
his attention particularly to tho 
basin of the Dead Sea and to tho 
districts east of the Jordan. In 
1872 he made a tour hi Moab; in 
1881, of Mesopotamia and Ar¬ 
menia j in 187*1- he was made a 
Canon of Durham j and iu 1879 the 
Earl of Boueonsfield offered him 
tho bishopric of Jerusalem, which 
ho declined. Dr, Tristram is tho

Journal of Travels with referenco 
to its Physical History," 1805, 3rd 
ed. revisod, 1870; “The Natural 
History of the Bible," 1880; “Tho 
Ornithology of Palestine/* 1807;

TROCHtr, Louis Jules, a Drench 
general, was born in Bretagne, 
March 12, 1815, and received his 
education in tho Military Academy 
of St. Cyr. In 1837 ho entered an 
artillery regiment as Lieutenant. 
His talents soon attracted atten¬ 
tion, and in particular that of 
Marshal Bugoaud, who, in recogni¬ 
tion of his bravery displayed in the 
battles of Sidi-Yussuf and Isly, 
made him his Adjutant, and in¬ 
trusted him with most important 
commissions. Ilia services, circum¬ 
spection, and bravery in the Cri¬ 
mean war, gained for him tho rank 
of a General of Division. In this 
capacity ho received a command in 
the Italian campaign of 1859. Oil 
the conclusion of peace he was rele¬ 
gated to the Ministry of War, and 
roeeivod the Grand Cross of the 
Legion of Honour. Niel had in¬ 
tended him for his successor as 
Minister of War, but the latter’s 
celebrated &m7wre on Drench mili- 
! tavy affairs had drawn clown upon 
him the displeasure of tho Imjjerinl 
Court. Iloforu Llio war of 1870-71, 
Ucnornl Trocliu held command of 
the Army Division in Toulouse, 
which Niel and Lebcouf had held 
before him. In the crisis which 
followed the battle of Sodan,lio was 
made Governor of Paris and Com- 
mauder-in-Chief of all tho forces 
destined for tho defence of tho 
capital, which he hold until tho city 
surrendered to the Gorman hosts. 
In Oct. 1871, ho was elected Presi¬ 
dent of tho Coimcil-Gonernl for 
1 Morbilian; but he afterwards re- 
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signed this post, and ho has lived 
in retirement since Jan. 1873. His 
pamphlet on "L'Armeo Frax^aise 
en 18(57” reached its 20tli edition in 
1870. In 1873 ho published a work 
entitled " Pour hi Vi'rite et pour la 
Justice/ 1 in justification of tko Go¬ 
vernment of tko National Defence, 
TROLLOPE, The Bight Rev. 
Edward, D.D., F.9.A., Bishop of 
Nottingham, son of the late Sir 
John Trollope, Bart., horn April 15, 
1817, was educated at Eton and at 
Christ Church, Oxford (B.A., 1839; 
M.A., 1855; D .D., honoris causti, 
1877 ). He was presented to the 
Rectory of Leasingham, Lincoln¬ 
shire, in 1813, was collated to a 
Probend in the Cathedral Church 
of Lincoln in 18G1, was elected 
Proctor in Convocation for the 
diocese of Lincoln in 18GG, and 
appointed Archdeacon of Stow and 
Prebendary of Liddington in 18(57. 
Having been appointed by Royal 
Letters Patent to bo Bishop Suf¬ 
fragan of the see of Nottingham in 
the room of Dr. Henry Mackenzie, 
resigned, he was consecrated in 
Westminster Abbey, Dec. 21,1S77.

1810, was educated at 
Winchester and at Alban Hall, 
Oxford. About 1810 he published 
two volumes on Brittany, followed 
by two on Western France in 1841, 
when he took up his residence at 
Florence, and he has produced a 
sories of works connected with the 
history of Italy. His "Impressions 
of a Wanderer in Italy,” appeared 
in 1850 ; " Girlhood of Catherine 
de Medici, a Tale,” "A Decade of 
Italian Women,” and " Tuscany in 
1849,” in 1859 ; " Filippo Strozzi:

TRURO, Bishop of. (See Wit,- 
Kiiffloisr, l)it.) 

TSENG (His Exoellency The Mar¬ 
quis), late Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary from 
China to the Courts of London, 
Paris, and St. Petersburg, is the 
eldest son of Tseng Kwo-fan, the 
first Marquis, and tlio most distin¬ 
guished statesman who had ap- 

i tptiml in China for many years. 
Io is a native of Hunan, and 
was born about 1848. Ho suc¬ 
ceeded his kinsman, the well-re¬ 
membered Kwo Ta-jen, as Minister 
of China to the Courts of London 
and Paris in 1879, and afterwards, 
when tlio quostion of the retroces¬ 
sion of Kuldja threatened to pro¬ 
duce a rupture of friendly relations 
between Russia and China, ho was 
also accredited to St. Petersburg. 
It was by him that the treaty of 
St. Petersburg, replacing that of 
Livadia, was negotiated j and in 
18S3 lie endeavoured to come to 
an arrangement with France on 
tlie Bub j cot of Tonquin. lie lias, 
in fact, been the formal and 
informal representative of China 
in Europe for five years. He is 
now (1880) returning to occupy a 
high post in the government of 
liis own country. 

TUKE, 3). Haok, M.D., F.R.C.P., 
LL.D,, London, sun of Samuel 
Tulco, Esq., tlio well-known author 
of the work on the r ‘ York Eel rent 
for the Insane/ 1 was born at York 
in 1827. Ho was for many yours 
officiftLyconnectedwitli tlio Retreat, 
and Lecturer on Menial Diseases 
at the York School of Modioino. 
When visiting physician to tlio 


Eotrcat, ho prepared, in conjunc¬ 
tion with Dr. Bucknill, a " Manual 
on Psychological Medicine/ 1 which 
has been largely used as a text¬ 
book in England and America. 
His work on the " 1 iillueiico of tlio 
Mind upon the Body,” 1ms passed 
through several editions and been 
translated into French. In 1882 
appeared the “ Hibtory of the In¬ 
sane in tlio British Isles/ 1 which 
detailed tho successive stops by 
which the present satisfactory con¬ 
dition of lunatics in Britain has 
been reached. Tho history of tlic 
Eoynl Hospital of Beililoliom of 
which Dr. Tulce is a governor, re¬ 
ceives special notice in this work. 
Dr. Tulco is the editor of the Journal 
of Menial Science conjointly with 
tho superintendent of this hospital. 
Dr. Savage. In 1881, ho was 
elected President of the Modico- 
Psyehologieal Association of Groat 
Britain. In addition to a treat iso 
on " Sleep-walking and Hypnot¬ 
ism/ 1 Dr. Tuku liaB published tho 
results of a visit recently paid to 
asylums in Canada and tlio United 
Staton. The exposure of the bad 
condition of certain asylums in 
Canada has already borne fruit in 
the Colony.

TUP PER, Hon. Sir Charles, 
K.C.M.G., born 2nd July, 1821, is 
the son of tho Rev. Charles Tuppor, 
D.D., of Kingston, Nova Scotia. 
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Ho is an M.A. and D.C.L. of Aca¬ 
dia College, Nova Scotia, and took 
the degree of M.D. at Edinburgh, 
and obtained the diploma of the 
Royal College of Surgeons in that 
city in 1843. Eroin 1857 to 1SG0 
lie was a member of the Executive 
Council, and Provincial Secretary 
of Nova Scotia, and Prime Minis¬ 
ter of that province from 1801, 
until ho retired from office with 
his government on the Union A ct 
coming into force July 1st, 1807. 
Ho became a member of the Privy 
Council in 1870, and was President 
of that body until July, 1872, when 
he was appointed Minister of In¬ 
land Revenue. In 1873 ho was 
nominated Minister uf Cu&touisj 
Minister of Public Works in 1878, 
and Minister of Railways and 
Canals in 1870. He resigned his 
scat in the Cabinet in 1881, and in 
May of that year was appointed 
High Commissioner for Canada in 
London. He was created C.B. in 
1807, and K.C.M.G. in 1870. 

T IT P P E R , Martin Parquhar, 
E.R.S., &c.j son of a medical man, 
descended from an ancient Ger¬ 
man and Guernsey family, born in 
London, in 1810, educated at the 
Charterhouse and at Ch. Ch., Ox¬ 
ford, where ho took the degrees of 
B.A., M.A., and D.C.L. He was 
called to the bar, but nover prac¬ 
tised, and has written " Geraldine 
and other Poems,” 1838; "Pro¬ 
verbial Philosophy,” 1839-44, a 
book which went through countless 
editions in Europe and America ; 
"Modern Pyramid,” 1889; "An 
Author’s Mind,” "Heart,” "The

Lines,” 1848j "Surrey: a Rapid 
Roview of its Principal Persons 
and Places,” 1849 ; "King Alfred’s 
Poems in English Metres,” 1850;

TURNER, Godfrey Wordsworth, 
was born in London, in 1823, and 
having some aptitude for art, he 
bQCamo a pupil of Mr. Leigh, but 
by the advice of his father’s friend, 
Leigh Hunt, he relinquished a 
vocation to which ho had no decided 
call, and entered on newspaper 
work. His first engagement was, 
in conjunction with Mr. Thornton 
Hunt, on the Spectatw, At the 
same time ho wrote for tho Morn¬ 
ing Chronicle and tho Leader; after¬ 
wards, from being flue art critic of 
the John Sully he accepted a more 
onerous position in the conduct of 
that paper ; whence he transferred 
his services to the Daily News, 
during the editorship of Mr .Thomas 
"Walker. In Dec. 1800, he joined 
the staff of the Daily Telegraph* and 
has continued to serve that journal 
down to the present time, in various 
literary capacities, but chiefly ns a 
special correspondent in many parts 
of tho world. On the outbreak in 
Jamaica, lie was despatched with 
tho Royal Commission to that is¬ 
land. He 1ms been an industrious 
contributor to the magazines and 
periodicals, and ho is the author 
of " Jest and Earnest,” " Homely 
Scenes from Groat Painters,” "Art 
Studies,” and oilier books, 

TtTRR, Gen, Stephen, born at 
Baja, in Hungary, in 1825, bccamo 
a lieutenant in the Austrian army 
in 1818. His regiment was stationed 
in Italy, and hiB rooted dislike of 
the House of Kapsburg inspirod 
him with a strong sympathy for the 
Italian cause. The Revolutionary 
Government of Hungary having 
called upon all Himgarions serving 
under the Austrian flag in Italy to 
t desert to tho Piedmontese, he went 
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over to thu latter from Buffnlora, 
in Jan. 1849, unci was appointed 
Colonel of the Hungarian legion in 
tho {Sardinian sorvice. After the 
disaster of Novara, fclio greater part 
of tlio Hungarian Legion followed 
tlieir Colonel into Baden, where n 
revolutionary movement had takon 
place, and throughout tho struggle 
Colonol Turr commanded not only 
the remnant of his logion, hut also 
throe Baden battalions. Aftor the 
insurrection had boon pat clown, Lho 
Hungarians Look refuge in Switzer¬ 
land, and the Federal Q overnmont 
aided many of them to start for tho 
"United States ; but Colonel Ttirr 
being too ill to go, lived for four 
years on a small pension granted Lo 
him by tho Sardinian Go vernmont. 
On tho outbreak of tho Eussian 
war, he vainly endeavoured to servo 
under Omar Pasha, but succeeded 
in taking part as a volunteer in 
several of the battles in tho Crimea, 
especially in that of theTchurnaya, 
nnd rocoived a commission from 
Colonel McMurdo, the officer in 
command of the British transport 
service. While engaged in llie 
performance of his duty, and in 
connection with this employment 
in the autumn of 1853, he was 
arrested at Bucharest by the Aus¬ 
trians as a deserter, and sent under 
escort to Cronstadt to bo tried there. 
Hia illogal arrest caused groat ex¬ 
citement throughout Europo, and 
was protested against by tho British 
and French Governments. Aftor 
a long incarceration he was tried 
by court-martial, and sentenced to 
doathj which sentence was, how¬ 
ever (owing to tho urgent remon- 
stmneo of tho British Government), 
commuted to perpotual banish¬ 
ment. In tho Italian war in 1859, 
he was appointed a member of 
Garibaldi's staff, with the rank of 
colonel, and was always at the 
general's side during this cam¬ 
paign, until ho was seriously 
wounded in the left arm. at Brescia. 
In tho spring of I860, when Gari¬ 
baldi planned his Sicilian expedi¬ 


tion, Colonel Turr again served 
under him in the capacity of aide- 
de-camp, nnd before Palermo was 
promoted to tho rank of general 
of division. The brilliant part ho 
played in tho War of Liberation 
was acknowledged by tho Govern¬ 
ment of Victor Emmanuel, who 
promoted him to the rank of 
general oi division in tho army of 
Italy in 18(11, and confided to him 
tho military commnnd of the town 
and province of Naples. He 
married tho Princess Adeline Wyse 
Bonaparte, a cousin of Napoleon 
III., Sept. 10, 1881, and took up 
his residence at Pnllanzn. Since 
his marriage ho lias made two 
journeys to Konmania, with a view 
of creating difficulties for Austria 
in tho East of Europe, These 
political journeys were, however, 
thought Lo be compromising to the 
Italian Government, and, accord¬ 
ingly, Colonol Tiirr resigned his 
commission in 180 L Ho is the 
author of “ Arrestntion, Procte, et 
Condamnation du General Ttirr/* 
1803 j and also of fr The House of 
Austria and Hungary/* 1805. 

TWISS, Sir Travers, Q.C.,D.C.L., 
F.E.W., son of tho late Eev. Eobert 
Twiss, LL.B.j of Pembroke College, 
Cambridge, and Trevallyn, Den¬ 
bighshire, born in Westminster 
March 19, 1809, was educated /it 
University College, Oxford, where 
he graduated in high honours in 
1830, and became Fellow and Tutor 
of his college. From 1835 till 1839 
he was one of the Public Examiners 
fit Oxford in Classics and Mathe¬ 
matics; in 1838 was elected a 
Fellow of tho Knyjil Society j from 
1812 till 18 L7 was Professsor of 
Political Economy in tho Univer¬ 
sity of Oxford; from 1852 till 1855 
Professor of International Law in 
King’s College, London, which 
office he resigned upon being ap¬ 
pointed KogluH Professor of Civil 
Law in tho University of Oxford. 
In 1810 he was called to tho bar at 
Lincoln’s Inn, and was admitted 
an Advocate in Doctor’s Commons, 
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In 1849 bo was appointed Commis¬ 
sary-General of the City and 
Diocese of Canterbury, in 1852 
Vicar-General of the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, and in 1858, on tho 
advancement of the Eight Hon.

At the re¬ 
quest of King Leopold II. of the 
Belgians, Sir Travers drew up in 
1881 a Constitution for the Erse 
State of the Congo, and at the 
request of Earl Granville, he 
assisted at the West African Con¬ 
ference at Berlin in 1885, as legal 
adviser of tho British Embassy 
during tlio Conference. He has 
served on several Eoyal Commis¬ 
sions, amongst others on that of 
1852 to enquire and report on tho 
regulations of the College of 
Maynooth in Ireland; on that of 
18G7 to enquire into the Laws of 
Neutrality; on that of 18G8 to 
enquire into the Laws of Natura¬ 
lisation and Allegiance; on that 
of 18G9 to enquire into the Law of 
Marriage in Great Britain and 
Ireland and in the British Colonies. 
He was also ainembor of the Eoyal 
Commission on Rubrics, and was 
one of the Arbitral Commissioners 
who settled tho boundary line be¬ 
tween the Provinces of New Bruns¬ 
wick and Canada. His work on 
the " Law of Nations " (2 vols.) has 
been translated into French, and 
is in the course of publication 
(1880) at Paris. 

TYLOR, Edward Burnett, D.C.L., 
F.E.S., was bom at Camberwell, 
Oct, 2, 1832, and educated at the 
school of the Society of Friends, 
Grove House, Tottenham. Ilia 
work has been specially devoted to 
the study of the races of mankind, 
their history, languages and civi¬ 
lisation. He was elected a Fellow of 
the Eoyal Society in 1871; received 
the honorary degree of LL.D. from 
the University of St. Andrews in 
1873, and of D .C .L. from the Univer¬ 
sity of Oxford in 1875. In March, 
1883, he was appointed Keeper of 
the Oxford University Museum.

VAMBERY, Arnunius, born in 
Hungary, in 1832, was at an early- 
age expelled by tho Austrian au¬ 
thorities from Postil, whore ho was 
engaged in teaching languages. 
He took up his residence at Con¬ 
stantinople, visitod many parts of 
the East, and travelled in the dis- 

f uise of a dervish, by routes uu- 
nown to Europeans, through tho 
deserts of the Oxus to Khiva, and 
thence by Bokhara to Samarcand, 
in 1861-4. His "Travels and Ad¬ 
ventures in Central Asia” appeared 
in London in 1861. He has been 
appointed Professor of Oriental 
Languages at tho University of 
Postil. From that town he 
has for many years written fre¬ 
quent letters to the Times and 
other English papers, warning 
England against the designs of 
Russia. Ho has more than once 
visited England, the last occasion 
being in 1885, when he was in 
London at tho same time as M. 
Lessar, whoso diplomacy lie endea¬ 
voured to counterwork. His more 
recent works are an account of his 
"Wanderings and Adventures in 
Persia,” 1867 3 " Sketches of Cen¬ 
tral Asia,” 1868; " History of Bo- 
kharafromthe Earliosfc Period down 
to the Present,” 1873j "Central 
Asia and the Anglo-Russian Fron¬ 
tier Question,” 1874 j "Mahorn- 
medanism in the Nineteenth Cen¬ 
tury," 1875} "Sketches of Manners 
and Costumes in Oriental Coun¬ 
tries/' 1876; "Etymological Dic¬ 
tionary of the Turco-Tartar Lan¬ 
guages,” 1878; and "Primitive 
Civilisation of the Turco-Tartar 
Peoples,” 1879. An interesting 
account of his "Life and Adven¬ 
tures,” written by himself, was 
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published in English, at London, 
in 188a. 

VAPEREAU, Louis Gustave, 
author,, born at Orleans, April 4, 
1810, studied at the seminary and 
college ol his native city, and, in 
1838, carried off, at a competition 
between all the colleges of France, 
the prize for Philosophy, estab¬ 
lished by M. do Balvandy. Ad¬ 
mitted into the Normal School, he 
applied himself to various studies, 
with a special view to teaching 
philosophy. On quitting this es¬ 
tablishment he remained a year in 
Paris, and in 1842 became Private 
Secretary to M. Victor Cousin, 
whom he assisted in his tf Penados 
do Pascal/’ lie presided over a 
class on Philosophy at the College 
of Tours in 1813, and defended 
philosophy, violently attacked in a 
treatise entitled rf Du Caract&vQ 
Liberal, Moral, ct Religious de la 
Philosophic Moderne,” published 
iu 1844, Though his course of 
lectures was frequently denounced, 
he retained his professional chair 
for ton years, and, in addition, 
presided over the G-eiman course 
at the same college for five years, 
and bogau to study law. In 
consequence of the restrictions 
with which the teaching of philo¬ 
sophy was fettered, in 1852, M. 
Vapereau repaired to Paris, com¬ 
pleted Ms law studies, and bcoame 
"avocat” in J831. About this time 
Messrs, llacliotte intrustud to him 
the direction of the rc Dictionnairo 
des Contemporains/’ which occu¬ 
pied liis whole attention for four 
years, the first edition appearing 
in 1858, M. Vapereau continued 
to labour at this great undertaking, 
and the “ Supplement M was pub¬ 
lished in 1859 $ a new edition of 
the work, revised and considerably 
augmented, in 1861, tho " Supple¬ 
ment ** to tho new edition in 18G3, 
the third edition, in a great mea¬ 
sure rewritten, in 1805, the fourth 
edition in 1870, and the fifth edi¬ 
tion in 1880, with a <f Supplement ” 
in 1886. Since 1859, M, Vapereau 
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has issued yearly " I/Annee Littc- 
rairo ot Drainatique/' on annual 
review of tho principal productions 
of French literature, and the tenth 
volumo contains a general table of 
the ten previous years. M. Vnpo- 
rcftu subsequently brought out 
another important work, a " Dic- 
tionnaive Univcrsel doB Littera- 
tiu’es/' Ho was nominated Prefect 
of tho Cantal by the Government 
of tho National Defence in Sopt. 
1870. Ho was Prefect of the de¬ 
partment of Tarn-et-Garonne, from 
March 26,1871, till March 31,1873. 
Ho returned to the University as 
Inspector-General of Public In¬ 
struction (primary education), Jan. 
23, 1877, and ho was decorated 
with the Legion of Honour, Feb. 
7, 1878. 

VAUGHAN, The Very Rev. Charles 
John, D.D., Dean of LLanduff, and 
Master of tho Temple, is tlio son of 
the late Rev. E. T. Vaughan, Vicar 
of St. Martin’s, Leicester. Born 
in 1816, ho was odueated at Rugby 
and at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where he closed a brilliant caroor 
by taking his B.A. degreo in 3838 
as Senior Classic and Chancellor’s 
Medallist, being bracketed with 
Lord Lyttelton. Ho was elected 
to a Fellowship at Trinity College 
in 1839, and having hold the living 
of St. Martin's, Leicester, for three 
years, became Hoad Master of 
Harrow School in 18 U; held that 
post till the closo of L859, when he 
resigned, having had the satisfac¬ 
tion of socing the school raised 
under lus mastership from a com¬ 
paratively low ebb to great jwo- 
sperity, if numbers be a tost of 
success. Early in I860 lie wag 
offered, but refused, tho Bishopric 
of Rochostor, and shortly after¬ 
wards was appointed to tho Vicar¬ 
age of Doncaster, which ho held 
until 1809, when he was appointed 
to the Mastership of the Temple, 
In 1879 ho waa appointed Dean 
of Llandaff. This appointment 
did not vacate the Mostership of 
the Temple. In May, 1882, Dr. 
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Vaughan was appointed ono of the 
Deputy Clerks of the Closet in 
Ordinary to Her Majesty. Ho has 
published “Memorials of Harrow 
Sundays/ 3 a selection of sermons, 
1859; " Revision of the Liturgy/* 
five discourses, 1860; “The Church 
of the First Days/* being lectures 
oil the Acts of the Apostles, 1864 j 
" Characteristics of Christ’s Teach¬ 
ing, drawn from the Sermon on the 
Mount/ 4 1866; “Last Words in 
the Parish Church of Doncaster/ 3 
1870; “Christ satisfying the In¬ 
stincts of Humanity/ 3 eight lec¬ 
tures delivered in the Tomplo 
Church, 1870; "Counsels to Young 
Students/ 3 1870; "Half-Hoius in 
the Temple Church/ 3 1871; " The 
Presence of God in his Temple/ 3 
187?; ** The Solidity of True Reli¬ 
gion/ 3 1871; " Addresses to Young 
Clergymen, 3 ’ 1875; "My Son, 
give Mo Thine Heai*t/ J sermons 
preached before the Universities 
of Oxford and Cambridge, 1876-78; 
and several other collections of 
sermons. 

VATOHABT, The Right Rev. Her¬ 
bert, D.D., Roman Catholic Bishop 
of Salford, eldest son of the late 
Lieut,-Col. Vaughan of Courtfield, 
Herefordshire, born at Gloucester, 
April 15,1832, received his educa¬ 
tion at Stony hurst College, Lan¬ 
cashire, on the Continent, and in 
Rome. He founded and is still 
President-General of St. JoscpVs 
Foreign Missionary College, Mill 
Hill, Middlesex, and towards the 
close of the year 1871 accom¬ 
panied to Maryland the first de¬ 
tachment of priests who were 
sent from that institution on a 
special mission to the coloured 
population of the United States. 
On the death of Bishop Turner, 
he was elected Bishop of Salford, 
and consecrated in his Cathedral 
by the prosent Cardinal Archbishop 
of Westminster, Oct. 28, 1872. 
Since that time he has published a 
series of pastoral letters. Bishop 
Vaughan, who has acquired a con¬ 
siderable reputation as a preacher, 


has published several pamphlets, 
and is the proprietor of tho Tabid 
newspaper and of tho Dublin Mo- 
view. 

VEITCH, John, M.A., born at 
Peobles, N.B., Oct. 24, 1829, re¬ 
ceived his early education at the 
Grammar School, and in 1815 en¬ 
tered the University of Edinburgh, 
wherohe gained honours, especifdly 
in logic and moral philosophy. In 
1850 he published a translation of 
the "Discourse on Method, 33 of 
Descartes, with an introductory 
essay on the nature of the Cartesian 
philosophy, and in 1853 a transla¬ 
tion of the f ‘ Meditations/ 3 and 
selections from the "Principles 
of Philosophy/ 3 of Descartes, with 
notes. In 1855-6 he acted as as¬ 
sistant to the late Sir W. Hamilton, 
Professor of Logic and Metaphysics 
in the University of Edinburgh, 
and to his successor. Professor 
Fraser, until 1860, whon he was 
appointed to the Professorship of 
Logic, Metaphysics, and Rhetoric 
in the University of St. Andrews. 
Professor Veitch, who in 1857 was 
presented with the honorary degree 
of M.A, by the University of Edin¬ 
burgh, acted as joint editor with 
Professor Mansel of Oxford, in 
superintending the publication of 
the " Lectures on Metaphysics and 
Logic of Sir W. Hamilton, Bart., 33 
published in 1859-60. He wrote 
the "Memoir of Dugald Stewart/ 3 
in connection with the new edition 
of his collected works, upon which 
Sir W. Hamilton was employed at 
the time of his death* after which 
this publication was superintended 
by Professor Veitoh, at the request 
of the Sfcewart trustees, In 1861 
Mr. Veitch was appointed to the 
Professorship of Logic andRhetoric 
in the University of Glasgow. He 
has recently written a " Memoir of 
Sir W. Hamilton/ 3 1869. In 1872 
he received the honorary degree of 
LL.D. from the University of Edin¬ 
burgh. He is the author of " The 
Tweod and other Poems, 33 1875 ; 
"Lucretius and the Atomic Theory, 3 3 
3 T 
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1875; and "The History and Poetry 
of tho Scotti&li Border/* 1877. 

VERDI, Giuseppe, composer, Ron 
of an innkooper, born at Ran cola, 
in the duchy of Parma, Oot. 0,18 Li, 
roooived his first lessons from an 
organisL in Milan, where he X'esidod 
from 1833 till 1830 5 studied dili¬ 
gently under Lavinga, and in 1839 
pxibliahed his earliest work, a musi¬ 
cal drama, entitled " Oberto cli San 
Boiufazio.” Ilia principal compo¬ 
sitions ore serious operas, and tho 
" Lombardi/' ono of his first pio- 
duotions, made a strong impression 
throughout Italy,and laid the foun¬ 
dation of his fame. Ilia best known 
operas are " Nabucodonosor,” "Er- 
nani ** (founded on Victor Hugo’s 
tragedy),tho "Hue Fosonri,”"At- 
tila/' “Macbeth," tho "Masna- 
diori" (founded on the " Robbers 99 
of Schiller), "Louisa Miller,” "Ri- 
golotto/' tho " Trovatore/’ " La 
Traviata/' "Un Ballo in Maschera” 
(performed in London in 1861), and 
"Don Carlos" (performed at tho 
Royal Italian Opera, Covent Gar¬ 
den, in 18G7). The " Masnadieri," 
written for Her Majesty’s Theatre, 
and produced in 1847, with Jenny 
Lind as heroino, proved a failure 
in London, though it has since 
been successful in Italy. The 
"Trovatore” and "La Traviata" 
have had great success, not only in 
Italy, but in Qormany, France, and 
England. Signor Verdi’s moro re¬ 
cent operas are “ Giovanuo d J Arco,” 
in 1868 ; "La Forza del Dostino/’ 
in 18G9 j and "Aida/ 1 performed at 
tho Scala* Milan, in 1872. His 
celebrated n Requiem Mass/' com¬ 
posed in honoiu 1 of his great 
countryman Manzoni, was first per¬ 
formed in the Church of San Marco 
at Milan, May 23, 1874, lie was 
elected a member of the Italian 
Parliament in 1801, and in 1871 ho 
went to Florence in order to as¬ 
sume the post offered him by the 
Italian Minister of Public Instruc¬ 
tion, for the improvement and re¬ 
organisation of the Italian Musical 
Institute, M, Verdi, who is a mem¬ 


ber of tho Legion of Honour, was 
elected corresponding member of 
tho Aeaddmie des Beaux Arts, Dec. 
10,1869) was made Grand Cross of 
the Russian order of St. Stanislaus 
in 1802 j Foreign Associato of tho 
Academie des Beaux Arts, Juno 15, 
1864; and Grand Officer of tho 
Order of tho Crown of Italy in 
1872, in which year the Viceroy of 
Egypt conferred on him the Order 
ofOsmani. King Victor Emmanuel, 
by a decroo dated Nov. 22, 3871, 
created Signor Verdi an Italian 
Senator. In May, 1875, he was 
nominated a Commander of tho 
Legion of Honour, and tho Italian 
Minister at Paris was charged to 
present him with the insignia of 
the order, accompanied by a flat¬ 
tering letter from the Due Decazes. 
In the samo year lio was decoral od 
with tho Cross of Commander and 
Star of the Austrian Order of Fran55- 
Joscph. Signor Verdi completed, 
in 1878, a new opera in 5 acts, en¬ 
titled " Montezuma,” which was 
given for the first time at La Scala, 
Milan. This was followed in 3887 
by " Otollo/’ On his return from 
Paris to his native country, in 
April, 1880, ho reoeivod the Order 
of the Crown of Italy. 

VERD0R, Sir George Frederic, 
K.C.M.G., C.B., F.R.S., eldest son 
of the Rev. Edward Verdon, B.A., 
perpetual curate of St. Ann’s, Tot- 
tington, Bury, Lancashire, born 
Jan. 21,1831, and educated at Ros- 
sall College, went to Melbourne in 
1851, and engaged in commercial 
pursuits. lie was afterwards called 
to tho bar at Melhoumo in 18G3, 
was elected to IhcMunicipalCounoil 
of Williamstown, and appointed 
Chairman of the Municipal Con¬ 
ference hold at Melbourne for the 
consideration of the laws relating 
to municipal iastiiufcions. He was 
one of the first members of the 
Volunteer forco established in 1854 
for the defence of the colony, and 
at the head of his company was 
engaged in suppressing an outbreak 
of convicts in 1857. In I860 ho 
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was elected member for Williams- 
town, and in tlie following* year 
became a Minister of tlie Crown, 
having' been appointed treasurer, 
which office he held with little 
interruption until 18GS. As hono¬ 
rary Secretary to the Astronomical 
Observatory, and as a member of 
the Government, he was enabled 
to secure the satisfactory establish¬ 
ment of the Observatory on a per¬ 
manent footing, and to aid in the 
acquisition of a complete set of 
instruments, of which the Great 
Melbourne Telescope forms part. 
In I860 the Government and Legis¬ 
lature of Victoria resolved upon 
sending a Minister of the Grown to 
England for the purpose of bringing 
the subject of the defence of the 
colony before the Homo Govern¬ 
ment, and Mr. Vordon was selected 
for the mission, in which ho was 
completely successful. Shortly 
after his return to Victoria, Mr. 
Verdon was appointed the per¬ 
manent representative of that 
colony in England as agent-general, 
with the consent of all i>olitical 
parties. Upon his departure, he 
rccoivcd presentations and ad¬ 
dresses from bis Williamstown 
constituents, and from tho local 
forces. He was elected F.R.S., 
in 1870, and is an associate of the 
Institute of Civil Engineers. He 
was nominated a E.C.M.G. on the 
occasion of his retiring from the 
office of Agent-General for the 
Colony of Viofcoria in 1873. 

VERNE, Julos, a popular French 
writer, born at Nantes, Feb, 8,1828, 
was educated in hia native town, 
and afterwards studied law in Paris. 
Turning his attention to dramatic 
literature, ho wrote a comedy in 
verse, entitled " Les Paillos Rom- 
pues,” which was performed at the 
Gymnaso in 1850. This was fol¬ 
lowed by " Onze Jours do Si6ge,” 
a throo-act oomedy, brought out at 
tho Vaudeville, and by several 
comic operas, But his fame rests 
chiefly on Ms scientific romances, 
the first of whioh appeared in L8G3, 


under the title of " Cinq Semaines 
en Ballon.” Its success led the 
author to produce a number of 
similar works, of which the follow¬ 
ing have been translated into Eng¬ 
lish: "Five Weeks in a Balloon: a 
Voyage of Exploration and Disco¬ 
very in Central Africa,” 1870, 2nd 
edit., 1874. ; " A Journey to tho 
Centre of the Earth,” 1872; 
" Twenty Thousand Leagues under 
the Seas,” 18/3 ; te Meridiaua: tho 
Adventures of three Englishmen 
and three Russians in South Africa,” 
1873; " From the Earth to the 
Moon direct in Ninety-Seven Hours 
Twenty Minutes; and a Trip Round 
it,” 1873; "The Fur Country: or 
Seventy Degrees North Latitude," 
1874; "Around the World in Eighty 
Days,” 1874; "A Floating City, 
and the Blockade Runners, "The 
English at tho North Pole,” "Dr. 
Ox's Experiment,” 1874; "Adven¬ 
tures of Captain Hattoras,” "The 
Mysterious Island,” " The Sur¬ 
vivors of the Chancellor/* 1876; 
"Michael Strogoff, the Courier of 
the Czar,” 1870; "The Child of 
tho Cavern,” " Hector Servadac, or 
the Career of a Comet,” 1877; 
" Dick Sands, the Boy Captain,” 
1878; "Le Rayon Vert,” 1882; 
" Ecrabnn-le-t&ru,” 1883, "LMtoile 
du sud" Le Pays de Diamante,” 
1884. 

VERNEY, The Right Hon. Sir 
Harry, born in 1801, is the eldest 
son of General Sir Harry Calvert, 
the first baronet. He was edu¬ 
cated at Harrow', and at the Royal 
Military College. He succeeded 
his father in 1826, and assumed 
the name of Vemoy in 1827 on in¬ 
heriting the estates of Mary Ver- 
ney. Baroness Fermanagh. He 
entered the army in 1819, served 
in the 7th Fusiliers, and in the 
Grenadier Guards, and retired, in 
1830, with the rank of Major. 
From 1832 to 1841 he represented 
Buckingham in Parliament; Bed¬ 
ford, from 1847 to 1852, and Buck¬ 
ingham, again, from 1857 to 1871, 
and from 1880 to 1885. In 1858 he

married, for the second time, the 
oldest daughter of William Edward 
Nightingale, Esq., of Lea Hurst, 
Derbyshire, sister of Miss Florence 
Nightingale. Lady Yemey has 
distinguished horself ns an au¬ 
thoress, Sh Harry Verney's eldest 
son, Captain E. Ii.

VEZIN, Hermann, aotor, was born 
in Philadelphia, U.S., of German 
parents, his father being a distin¬ 
guished merchant of that city. He 
was intended for the legal profes¬ 
sion, and took the degrees oi B.A. 
and M.A. at the University of 
Pennsylvania. Having a passion for 
the stage, he came to England, and 
obtained, through the lrindnoss of 
Mr. Charles Kean, an engagement 
in the Theatre Royal, York. He 
made his London ddbutfi t the Prin¬ 
cess’s Theatre under Mr. Charles 
Kean’s management; and two years 
later he " starred" through the 
provinces. Having visited America 
professionally in 1857, he returned 
to England a year later, and after a 
few provincial engagements, ap¬ 
peared at the Surrey Theatre, Lon¬ 
don (1859), in Hamlet, Macbeth, 
Othello, Shylook, King John, and 
Louis XI. During Mr. Phelps's 
management of Sadler’s Wells 
(18G0), Mr. Yezin appeared in 
Orlando, Marc Antony, Romeo, and 
Cassio. In 1803 he married Mrs. 
Charles Young, and Mr. Yearn and 
his wife "starred” through the 
provinces, In 18G4 they produced 
Westland Marston's comedy of 
" Donna Diana," at tlio Princess's 
Theatre, Loudon. Two years later 
Mr. Yezin made a great success in 
" Dr. Davey/' In 1867 ho appeared 
as James Harebell, in Mr. W. G. 
Wills's drama of "The Man o’ 
Airliej" in 18G8 as Sir Grey de 
Malpas in " The Rightful Heir;" 
in 1869 as Murdock in "Life for 
Life j ” and in 1870 he alternated 
Othello and Iago with Mr, Phelps. 
Later he produced Mr, W. G. Wills's 


romantic drama " Hinko," at tho 
Queen's Theatre. In 1873 Mr. Yozin 
played with Phelps, Toole, and Ma¬ 
thews, at the Gaiety Theatre, and 
in Feb. 1875 he won great applauso 
by hiB impersonation of the melan¬ 
choly Jacques in "As You Like It," 
at the Opora Coxnique, Ilis next 
Shnksperian essay was in Benedict, 
at the Gaiety Theatre. At Drury 
Lane (Feb. 4,187G), he played Mac¬ 
beth for tho benefit of the Philadel¬ 
phia Centennial, and won a genuine 
success. On the production at the 
Crystal Palace (June 13, 1870) of 
Sophocles’ " CEdipus ColonoB," the 
title part was assigned to Mr. Yezin, 
who gained distinction by the per¬ 
formances. On Sept. 11, 1876, he 
made his first appearance at the 
Hay market, in Mr. W. S, Gilbert's 
drama of "Dan'l Draco." After 
acting DanT Draco 10G times, ho 
created the character of Do Taldo 
in an English adaptation of " Tho 
Danioheffe," produced at the St. 
James’s Theatro, Jan, G, 1877. In 
April he appoared at the same 
theatre in Sir Giles Ovorroacli. 
After playing Dan'l Draco in the 
provinces Mr. Yezin returned to 
London, and created the part of 
Scholia in "Russia,” on adaptation 
of " Les Exildes,” produced at the 
Queen's Theatre, Oct. 27, 1877. 
Subsequently he represented tho 
Duke of Alva in "Fatherland," a 
version of Sardou's " Patrie;" and 
on March 2, 1878, there was a 
revival of " Othello," in which Mr. 
Yozin's Iago was in all respects 
masterly. On March 30, 1878, ho 
first played, at tho Court Theatre, 
Dr. Primrose in Mr, W. G, Wills’s 
drama of " Olivia,” founded on the 
" Yicar of Wakefield .'* Since that 
time Mr. Yezin has constantly 
acted both in London and the 
provinces, repeating his old parts 
and playing new ones, such as Sir 
Peter Teazle, Edgar (in Lord Ten¬ 
nyson's "Promise of May"), and 
Triplet in "Masks and Faces.” 
In 1885 he played the Shepherd in 
the open adr performances of 
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Fletcher’s " Faithful Shepherdess'* 
at Coombs Hoxisc. 

VIARDOT-GARCIA, Madame Mi- 
ohelle Pauline, vocalist, daughter 
of the great tenor, Emanuel Garcia, 
and sister of the lamented Madamo 
Mabbran, born in Paris, July 18, 
1821, at four years of ago spoko 
four languages, and at soven was 
able to play the pianoforte accom¬ 
paniments for the pupils to whom 
her father gave lessons. After 
sharing tho family migrations, 
first to England, and afterwards 
to the United States, she re¬ 
turned to Europe in 1828, and 
her education was continued at 
Brussels. In consequence of her 
manual facility on the piano, she 
became one of Liszt's most accom¬ 
plished pupils. Her father died 
in 1832, before her voice was 
formed, and her sister being con¬ 
stantly absent on professional 
tours, her studies, which included 
various branches of the arts, 
drawing and painting, as well as 
music and singing, were directed 
by her own tastes and the counsels 
of her mother. She made her first 
appearance in London at the Opera- 
house in 1839, in the character of 
Desdemona. Her voice, like that 
of her sister, combined the twofold 
register of soprano and contralto, 
embracing a compass of three 
octaves. At the close of the season 
she joined the Italian operatic 
company, then acting at the Oddon, 
in Paris, and was equally success¬ 
ful. In April, 1840, she was mar¬ 
ried to M. Louis Viardot, Director 
of the Paris Italian Opera (who 
died in May, 1883), and in 1841 she 
reappeared in England, singing 
with Mario in Cimarosa's opera 
t( Gli Orazi e Curiazi/' Her next 
engagement was at Vienna • and 
Rubini, on forming an operatic 
corps for St. Petersburg, selected 
her for his prima donna. She 
afterwards appeared at Berlin, and 
when Jenny Lind quitted the Ger¬ 
man Opera, Madame Viardot- 
Qarcia proved lierself an able suc¬ 


cessor in the repertoire, which she 
greatly extended. Her name is 
associated with the first perform¬ 
ances of ff Los Huguenots/ 1 in 
which she took the part of Valen¬ 
tine, and of cf Lo Prophkte/' in 
which she performed the part of 
Fides, an exquisite impersonation. 
Madame Viardot is also celebrated 
for her singing of Spanish songs. 

VICTORIA-ALEX ANDRIS A 
(Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and Empress of India), only child 
of the late Duke of Kent and of 
the Princess Louisa-Victoria of 
Saxe-Coburg (relict of the Here¬ 
ditary Prince of Leiningen, and 
Bister of Leopold, Prince of Saxe- 
Coburg, afterwards King of the 
Belgians), was born at Kensington 
Palace, May 24,1819; her parents, 
who had beenfor some time residing 
abroad, having hastened to Eng¬ 
land, in order that their child 
might rf he born a Briton/' The 
Duke of Kent died Jan. 23, 1820, 
and the general education of the 
young Princess was directed, under 
her mother's care, by the Duchess 
of Northumberland, wifo of the 
third Duke. Until within a few 
weeks of her elevation to the throne 
her life was Bpent in comparative 
retirement, varied by tours through 
different parts of the United King¬ 
dom . Queen Victoria succeeded her 
uncle, William IV., June 20, 1887, 
as Victoria I., and her coronation 
was celebrated in Westminster 
Abbey, June 28,1838. Her Majesty 
was married, Feb. 10, 1840, to hie 
late Royal Highness Prince Albert 
of Saxe-Coburg Gotha,by whom she 
had issue: I. H.R.H. Victoria Ade¬ 
laide Mary Louisa, Princess-Royal, 
born Nov. 21, 1840, married Jan.

On his death, Nov. 1865, 
the ministry was remodelled, Earl 
Russell assuming the post of pre¬ 
mier, His ministry having decided 
upon introducing a Reform Bill, 
the duty of conducting it through 
the House of Commons devolved 
upon Mr. Gladstone. Having been 
defeated on an important clause in 
June, I860, ministers resigned. 
Lord Derby formed his third ad¬ 
ministration, and during the session 
of 18G7 carried a Reform Bill, 
thereby settling a question which 
had long boon a stumbling-block 
impeding the progress of legisla¬ 
tion. The Conservatives boing 
placed in a minority at the general 
election of 1868, Mr. Disraeli re¬ 
signed office, and was succeeded 
as Prime Minister by Mr. Glad¬ 
stone. The chief events of Mr. 
Gladstone's administration were 
the disestablishment of the Irish 
Church, the passing of the Irish 
Land Act, and the Elomentary 
Education Act, the abolition of 
purchase in the army, the nego¬ 
tiation of the Troaty of Washing¬ 
ton respecting the Alabama Claims, 
and the passing of the Ballot Act. 
At the general election of Feb, 
1871, the Conservatives again 
came into power, and a new ad¬ 
ministration was formed by Mr. 
Disraeli, afterwards Lord Beacons- 
field. By virtue of the power con¬ 
ferred by an Act of Parliament 
passed in the previous session Her 
Majesty was, on Jon. 1,1877, pro¬ 
claimed Empress of India, by the 
Governor-General, at the camp of 
Delhi, before an imperial assem* [ 


blage of all the governors, lieu¬ 
tenant-governors, heads of Govern¬ 
ment, princes, ohiofs, and nobles 
of India. On the defeat of the 
Conservatives at the genoral elec¬ 
tion of 1880, Mr. Gladstone formed 
another Liberal administration, 
which continued in office until 
June 1885, wlien it was succeeded 
by a Conservative Government 
under Lord Salisbury. After the 
general election of Nov. 1885, the 
Liberals again came into power, and 
the spring of 1886 was devoted by 
Mr. Gladstone to the consideration 
of the Irish question. His Home 
Rule Bill, however, met with so 
much opposition that tho govern¬ 
ment decided to appeal to the 
country, and the result of the 
general election of July 1886 was 
an immense Conservative majority. 
Lord Salisbury's second govern¬ 
ment came into power on Aug. 3. 
In April 1883 an attempt on the 
Queen's life was made at Windsor 
by one Roderick Maclean, who 
after trial was ordered to be con¬ 
fined during Her Majesty's plea¬ 
sure. "The Early Days of His 
Royal Highness the Prince Con¬ 
sort," compiled under the direction 
of Her Majesty, by Lieut .-Gen. tho 
Hon. 0. Grey, was published in 
July, 1867, and was followed, in 
1809, by “ Leaves from the Journal 
of our Life in the Highlands j" 
and in 1874, by the first volume of 
Mr. (now Sir) Theodore Martin's 
"Life of H.R.H. the Prince Con¬ 
sort," of which the fifth and con¬ 
cluding volume appeared in 1880. 
In 1886, Her Majesty published a 
second volume entitled " More 
Leaves from the Journal of our 
Life in the Highlands." 

VIEL-OASTEL (Oomte de), Louis, 
statesman and author, born in 
France, Oct. 14, 1800, entered 
the Foreign Office at Paris in 
1818, was an attache at the Frenoli 
embassy in Spain in 1821, became 
Secretary of Legation, and acted in 
the same capacity at Vienna in 
1828, After holding some other 
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appointments, ho retired in 1853. 
He was promoted Grand Gross of 
tlio Legion of Honour in 1849, hold 
several foreign orders, lias con¬ 
tributed to the Revue ties l)eu a 1 
Mondce, and written “ Histoiro do 
la Restauratioii,” commenced in 
1800, for wlucli the grand prix 
Gobcrt of 10,000 francs was awarded 
to him in 1807. The fifteenthvolume 
was published in 1873., in which 
year its author was olected a 
member of the French Academy. 
The twentieth and concluding 
volume appeared in 1878. 

VIGPUSSON, Gudbrand, was born 
in 1830 in tlio west of Iceland, 
Broadflrth, his parents being 
Yigfus Gislason, and Halldora 
Gibladottir, who wore both de¬ 
scended from ancient Icelandic 
or Norse families, Ho frequented 
the schools at Bcssastad and Rey- 
kiavilc, which lie left at the ago of 
twenty (18SO) for the University 
at Copenhagen.

VILAS, William F., PoBtmaster- 
Gencral of the United States, was 
bom at Chelsea, Vermont, July 9, 
1840. The family removed toMadi- 
son, Wisconsin, in 1851, and lie 
graduated from tho Wisconsin 
State University in 1858, and from 
the Albany (N.Y.) law school in 
i860. Ho entored the Federal 
Army at tho outbreak of tho Civil 
War, and soon rose to tlio rank of 
Colonel. Since tlio close of tho 
war, he has been a successful and 
prominent] awyor in Wisconsin. Ho 
was a member of the State Legis¬ 
lature in 1881-85, and chairman of 
tho National Democratic Conven¬ 
tion which nominated Mr, Cleve¬ 
land to the Presidency in 1884. 
On March 5, 1885, lie was ap¬ 
pointed PoBlmaster-Genoral. 

VILLIER6, The Right Hon. 
Charles Pelham, M.P., brother of 
the lato Earl of Clarendon, born 
Jan. 19, 1802, and educated at St. 
John's College, Cambridge, was 
called to tlio bar at Lincoln's Inn 
in 1827. He Ihib been an examiner 
in tho Court of Chancery and a 
Poor-Law Commissioner, ib a Ma¬ 
gistrate and Deputy-Lieutenant for 
Herts, and has been one of tho 
members in the Houso of Commons 
for Wolverhampton since 1835. Ho 
joined the Liberal Government, 
and was appointed Judge-Advocate- 
General in 1853, was President of 
the Poor-Law Board, and became 
a member of Lord Palmerston's 
second Administration in 1859, Mr. 
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Villiers, as an independent Liberal 
member, was one of the moat able 
and eloquent leaders of the Anti- 
Oorn-law agitation, and to tho 
triumph of the cause his earnest 
speoclies and persistent motions in 
Parliament contributed. Having 
been at the general election in 
1847 returned for South Lancashire 
and Wolverhampton, lie refused 
to abandon liis old constituents. 
Tn the session of 1863 lie introduced 
a very important measure in con¬ 
nection with the Poor-law admi¬ 
nistration, the Union Cliargeability 
Bill, which was carried through 
Parliament, and has become law. 
He resigned the Presidency of the 
Poor-law Board in July, 1866. A 
marble statue of Mr. Villiers was 
unveiled by Earl Granville in Wol¬ 
verhampton on June 6, 1879. Tho 
unveiling was preceded by a meet¬ 
ing under the presidency of the 
mayor in the Agricultural Hall, 
whore speeches in oulogy of the 
public services of Mr. Villiers, 
especially in connection with the 
anti-corn law movement, were de¬ 
livered by Earl Granville, Sir 
Robert Peel, M.P. ; Mr. Stavelcy 
Hill, M.P., and Mr. Alderman 
Fowler. At the last two general 
elections Mr. Villiers lias been 
returned unopposed for Wolver¬ 
hampton. Ho is the oldest member 
in the Houso of Commons. 

VILLIERS, Frederic, bom in 
London in 1850, was educated in 
tlie north of France. Afterwards 
he studied in the Schools of Art at 
South Kensington, and became a 
student of the Royal Academy in 
1870, Tn 1876, as special artist and 
correspondent to the Graphic, he 
went through the Servian Cam¬ 
paign with Mr. Archibald Forbes. 
He was with the armies of the 
Tirnok, Drina, Eber, and with 
Tcliomaieff on tho Morava: was 
decorated with the Order of the 
Tallova, and received a war medal 
for tills campaign j was recalled in 
November to Constantinople. He 
then travelled in Roumelia and 


Bulgaria, examined tho Turkish 
army, rc-crossed the Servian linos 
and returned with the Turkish 
troops to Constantinople, Having 
been ordered to go into Russia, lie, 
in January, star tod for Kisheniff, 
and saw the mobilization of the 
Russian troops in Bessarabia, Mr. 
Villiers returned to England in 
Feb. 1877. The day war was de¬ 
clared between Turkey and Rus¬ 
sia, ho started for Bucharest, where 
ho joined Mr. Forbes, and was 
present at all the chief engage¬ 
ments. When the armistice was 
declared, he was the third corre¬ 
spondent to enter Constantinople, 
and was present at San Stefano 
when peace was signed and an¬ 
nounced to the Russian Guard by 
the Grnnd Duke Nicholas on Sun¬ 
day, March 3, 1878. Mr. Villiers 
receivod the Cross for the passage 
of the Danube and the war medal. 
In Juno of that year he went to 
Malta, and was present at tho 
review of the Indian Contingent 
by the Duke of Cambridge. In 
November he left England for 
Afghanistan. He went through 
tlie first part of that campaign till 
the signing of tho Treaty of 
Gandam.uk; then left for Aus¬ 
tralia; was at the opening of the 
Sydney Exhibition ; travelled 
through New Zealand, and re¬ 
turned to England viO San Fran¬ 
cisco and New York, thus making 
a journey round the world, Mr. 
Villiers left England for Egypt 
immediately on receipt of the 
news of the massacres at Alex¬ 
andria, of the 11th of June, 1882; 
was on H.M.S. Condor during tlie 
bombardment of that city; and 
landed with the Marines. After¬ 
wards he followed the army to 
Ismalia; was at the first fight 
at Tel-Maharta, and was with the 
Highland Brigade during the night 
march and subsequent attack on 
Tel-el-Kebir. Mr. Villiers remained 
in Cairo till the trial and banish¬ 
ment of Arabi and his confederates. 
He received for this campaign tlie

In the autumn 
of 1881 and tho spring of 1885,Mr. 
Villiers was with tho Nile Expe¬ 
dition for tho relief of Khartoum, 
being present at the battles of 
Abu-Klon and tho advance upon 
Mutemineh. .Returning to Eng¬ 
land, he started almost at once for 
Ireland, wlioro ho witnessed the 
manoeuvres of the Evolutionary 
Squadron in Bantry Bay, in Juno, 
1886. A period of rest followed, 
and in November, 1885, Mr. Villiers 
started for Servia, and was with 
the Servian foroos at all the chief 
encounters with the Bulgarians. 
An armistice being declared, 
he started on his homeward 
journey. At Venice, he found a 
telegram from the proprietors of 
tho Graphic, tolling him to go to 
Burma. He accomplished tho 
journey from Voniee to Rangoon 
in one month—arriving just in 
time to accompany Lord Dufforin 
on his journey up the Irrawaddy 
to Mandalay. When Lord Du florin 
l'eturned to India, Mr. Villiors 
left for Constantinople to await 
the development of events in tho 
Balkan Peninsula. 

VINCENT, Charles Edward 
Howard, was born May 31,1840, at 
Slinfold, Sussex, being the second 
son of the late Rev. Sir Frederick 
Vincent, 1st Bart. lie was edu¬ 
cated at Westminster School, and 
tho Royal Military College, Sand¬ 
hurst. He was appointed Ensign 
in tho 23rd Royal Welsh Fusiliers 
ip. 1898; retired gs Lieutenant in 


1873; and was appointed Captain 
in tho Royal Berks Militia in the 
latter year; but resigned in 1875 
to assume tho Liout.-Colonelcy of 
tho Central London Hangers, which 
commission ho resigned in 1878, on 
his appointment as Director of 
Criminal Investigations. Ho en¬ 
tered at tho Inner Temple in J 873 • 
was called to tho bar in 187G, and 
entered at the Paris Faculto do 
Droit in 1877. ire became editor 
of the Police QasieUe in 1883; and 
was Chairman of the Metropolitan 
and City Polico Orphanage in 1880- 
83. Mr. Vincent was Special Cor¬ 
respondent of the Daily Telegraph 
at Borliu in 1871; received the 
thanks of the War Office for his 
roports upon Russia in 1872; gave 
numerous lectures upon Foreign 
Armies at tho Royal United Ser¬ 
vice Institution between 1872 and 
1878; was Military Commissioner 
of the Daily Telegraph at tho 
outbreak of the Turco-Rnssian 
War in 1877; and assembled a 
Conference upon tho requirements 
of the Volunteer Force, loading to 
considerable roforma, in 1878. Hi* 
was appointed, March 4, 1878, to 
re-organise tho Doteotivo System 
of the Metropolitan Polico with 
the designation of Director of 
Criminal Investigations, and with 
absolute control over the criminal 
administration This post he re¬ 
signed in 1884, and was appointed 
Colonol Comniandon l of tlio Que on's 
Westminster Volunteers.

VOYSEY, The Rev. OharleB, B.A., 
was born in London, March 18, 
1828, being the youngest son of the 
lato Mr. AnneBly Yoysey, architect, 
lie was educated partly by private 
tuition, partly at Stocfiwell Gram¬ 
mar School, and afterwards at St. 
Edmund Hall, Oxford, where he 
took his B. A. dogree in 1851. From 
3852 to 1859 ho hold the curacy of 
Jlesslo, near Hull, after which 
lie was curate (under tlio Crown) 
of Cmigtou, Jamaica, for fifteen 
months, In 1801 he was appointed 
curate of Great Yarmouth, but in 
the same year was transferred to 
St. Mark's, Whitechapel. Being 
ejected from that oimicy in con¬ 
sequence of a sermon against end¬ 
less punishment, he was recom¬ 
mended by the Bishop of London 
(Dr. Taib) to tho curacy of the 
well-known Yictoria Dook parish, 
under the Rev. H. Boyd, Vicar. 
After sis months' service there he 
was invited by the patron and 
vicar of Heulaugh, Yorkshire, to 
accept the ouraoy of that parish. 
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and at tho expiration of six months 
tho vicar resigned and presented 
Mr. VoyBey to the benofleo (1804). 
Mr. Yoysoy began his career as a 
religious reformer by the publica¬ 
tion of a sermon entitled (f Is ovory 
Statement in the Bible about our 
Heavenly Father strictly true?" 
This was soon followed, in 18G5, 
by The Sling and the Stone, which 
appeared in monthly parts, and 
was continued Llirough six yearn 
The opinions expressed were de¬ 
nounced as heretical by the ultra¬ 
orthodox parties in tho Anglican 
Church, and eventually in the 
spring of 18G9 legal proceedings 
wore instituted by tho Archbishop 
of York's secrotary against Mr. 
Voysey. The case was heard in 
the first instance in the Chancery 
Court, York Minster, Dec, 1, 1809, 
when judgment was pronounced 
against Mr. Voysey, and on appeal, 
confirmed by the Judicial Com¬ 
mittee of tho Privy Council, which 
sentenced the appellant to he de¬ 
prived of his living, and to pay tho 
costs. Fob. U, 1871. Sinoo thai 
period Mr. Yoysey lias delivered 
sermons and lectures chiefly in St, 
George's Hall, London, explana¬ 
tory of his theological views. Be¬ 
sides the works already mentioned, 
Mr. Yoysey has published a lettor 
to Dr. Longley, Archbishop of 
Canterbury, on the Deoaloguoj 
u Dogma versus Morality, a reply 
to Church Congress," 18GG; and 
“ Humanity versus Barbarism in 
our Thanksgivings/' 18G8.

James's, Piccadilly, from 1863 to 
18G0; and was Lecturer at Grrosvenor 
Chapel, South Audley Street, from 
1870 to 1872. In 1872 he was 
elected, by the Benchers of Lin¬ 
coln's Inn, Chaplain of that Society; 
and, in 1880, was piomotedby them 
to the office of Treacher of Lin¬ 
coln's Inn. He preached the Boyle 
Lectures for 1874 and 1875, on 
the subject of "Christianity and 
Morality." In 1870 he preached 
the Bampton Lootures at Oxford 
on the "Foundations of Faith." 
He was Select Preacher at Cam¬ 
bridge in 1878, and at Oxford from 

1880 to 1882. In 1875 he was ap¬ 
pointed Professor of Ecclesiastical 
History in King’s College, London; 
and, in 1881, ho was nominated by 
tho Bishop of London a Prebendary 
of St. Paul's. He was appointed 
one of tho Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury's chaplains in April, 1883; 
and, in November, the same year. 
Principal of King's College, Lon¬ 
don. In 1881, he was appointed 
one of the Honorary Chaplains to 
the Queen. In conjunction with 
Dr, William Smith, he is the 
editor of the "Dictionary of Chris¬ 
tian Biography, Literature, Sects, 
and Doctrines, during the First 
Eight Centuries," of which the 
third volume has been pub¬ 
lished; and he is the editor of 
"The Speaker's Commentary on 
the Apocrypha." Ho is also the 
author of Lectures preached in 

1881 at St. James's, Picoadilly, on 
" The Principal Facts in the Life 
of our Lord, and the Authority of 
the Evangelical Narratives." 


WADDINGT0N, William Henry, 

I a French statesman and diplo¬ 
matist, was born in Paris, Dec. 11, 
1826, His father, a rich English¬ 
man, established cotton works in 
France, and became naturalized, 
but the son was educated in Eng¬ 
land. He went to Rugby School in 
Feb. 1811, and remained there till 
June, 1845, when ho went up to 
Trinity College, Cambridge, with 
an exhibition from the school, lie 
became scholar of his college, and 
graduated in 1849 as second in tho 
first-class of the classical tripos, 
and was bracketed equal as Chan¬ 
cellor's Medallist. At Rugby lie 
was distinguished for his prowess 
at football, and his contemporaries 
at Cambridge remember Wadding- 
ton tho sculler, member of the 
Second Trinity Boat Club, and 
No. G in the Cambridge boat in tho 
Univei’bity race in 1849, when Cam¬ 
bridge won. Soon after leaving 
the University he sutfcledin France, 
having, on attaining his majority, 
personally chosen the nationality 
adopted by liis father. Ho became 
a member of the Society of Anti¬ 
quaries of France, and in the 
pursuit of his favourite studies re¬ 
lating to ancient coins and inscrip¬ 
tions, he visited Asia Minor (in 1850 
and 1862), England, and Germany. 
His valuable contributions towards 
the history and archeology of 
France led to his being elected, in 
1865, a member of the Aoademy of 
Inscriptions and Belles Lettres. In 
that year he endeavoured at a by- 
election to enter the Corps Lggis- 
latif, as member for the fourth 
circonscription of the department 
of the Aisne, but his candidature 
was unsuccessful. However, on 
Feb. 8,1871, he was sent as a re¬ 
presentative of that department to 
the NationnJ Assembly. At first 
he sat in the Left Centre, but at 
the close of the year he withdrew 
from tho constitutional monarchical 
party, and allied himself to the 
Republicans, giving a hearty sup¬ 
port to the policy of M. Thiers. He 
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was a member of nnmorouh com¬ 
missions, and was tho reporter of 
tho law relating io the Consorts 
(■J one mux (Aug. 1871). Appointed 
Minister of Public instruction, in 
the xvlaco 0 f M. Jules Simon, May 
LO, 3873, JVL, Wadding ton retired, 
five days later, with M. Thiers, and 
rosumod his sent on the benches of 
the Loft Centre, Except on some 
questions of detail, or rather of 
procedure, M. Waddington voted 
regularly with tho Jftepublicons. 
On Jan. 30, 1876, ho was elected a 
Senator for the department of the 
Aisno, togothor with M. Henri Mar¬ 
tin and M. Saint-Vallicr : his term 
of office expired in 1885. Ho was 
recalled to the Ministry of Public 
Instruction in the Cabinet of March 
10,1876, in succession to M. Wnllon, 
and he retained his portfolio under 
tho administration of M. Julos 
Simon, with whom ho resigned 
olfico May 17, 1877. On the forma¬ 
tion of the Dufaure cabinet in 
Doc. 1877, M. Waddington became 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. He 
was tho first Plenipotentiary of 
Franco at the Congress of Berlin 
in 1878. Aftor tho resignation of 
Marshal MacMalion and tho retreat 
of M. Dufaure, M. Waddington was 
invited by M. Gr6vy to remain at 
the Foreign Office while assuming 
the Presidency of the Council (Feb. 
4, 1870), He had in that capacity 
to maintain before the Parliament 
a policy which was considered too 
Eepublican by the Senate, and too 
moderate by the Chamber of Depu¬ 
ties. On Deo, 27, 1879, he resigned, 
and was replaced as Minister of 
Foroign Affairs, and as President of 
the Council by one of his colleagues, 
M. de Frcycinot. At this juncture 
he refused the offer of tho London 
embassy, and paid a visit to Italy, 
where he was received by the King 
(March, 1880). He was appointed 
Ambassador at tho Court of St, 
James's in succession to Tissot, 
in July, *1888, and still retains the 
position. He is President of the 
Ucneral Council of tho depart¬ 


ment of the Aisne. lie is a Pro¬ 
testant, and relntod to tho Bunsens, 
whoso late mother, tho wife of 
the chevalier, was a Wadding ton. 
Mr. Waddington has published: 
—"Voyage on Asio Mineuro au 
point do vuo numismatiquo/’ 1852 j 
a continuation of Lebaw* "Voyage 
Aroheologiquu on Grtao ob on Asio 
Mineuro/'’ J802; and "L'Edit do 
Diode lien/' with new fragments 
and a commentary, 1861. Tho King 
of tho Belgians conferred the Urancl 
Itib.ind of the Order of Leopold on 
M. Waddington in April, 1878. Ilo 
was elected an honorary Fellow of 
Trinity College, Cambridge, April 
16,1881. 

WADE, Sir Thomas Frauds, 
K.C.B., older son of Colonel Thomas 
Wade, C.B., born about 1820, en¬ 
tered the army as Ensign in the 
83 st Foot in lbl38, and served after¬ 
wards in China and olsowhoro in 
the 42nd Highlanders and the 98th 
Foot, from which lie retired ns 
Lieutenant in 1817. In 1843 ho 
was appointed Interpreter to the 
garrison of Hong Kong, and in 
1847 Assistant Chinese Secretary; 
in 1852 ho was made Vice-Consul 
at Shanghai, where ho acted as 
Inspector of Customs for the 
Chinese Government. In 1855 he 
wns appointed Chinese Secretary at 
Hong Kong, and in tho same year 
ho was sent by the late Sir John 
Bowring on a special mission to 
Cochin China. Owing to his fami¬ 
liarity with the native character 
and language, he was attached to 
Lord Elgin's Mission to China in 
1857-59, and in tho last-named year 
he was appointed Chineeo Secretary 
to onr Mission in China. In this 
capacity ho accompanied Lord 
Elgin's Special Mission to .Pekin in 
Oct. I860. In 3861 ho was nomi¬ 
nated a C.B. (Civil Division) } in 
the following year he became 
Ohincso Secretary and Translator 
to tho British Legation in China, 
ancl was acting Charg<$ cl*.Affaires 
at Pekin from Juno, 1861, to Nov. 
1805, and again from Nov. 1869, to 
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July, 1871, when ho was appointed 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary and Chicf-Superin- 
tondont of British Trado in China, 
lie was advanced to the rank of 
K.C.B. in Nov, 18/6, for his exer¬ 
tions in negotiating important 
treaties with the Chinese Govern- 
ment, and obtaining trading facili¬ 
ties in that empire. Sir Thomas 
Wade is the author of "Tzit-Erh 
Chi M (Progressive Course), 1867, 
which deals with both colloquial 
and documentary Chinese, and is 
of great value to students of the 
Chinese languago. 

WAITE, Morason Renisoh, LL.D., 
was born at Lyme, Connecticut, 
Nov. 29,1816. A.B. (Me), 1837. 
After his admission to the bar he 
removed to Ohio, where he prac¬ 
tised successfully in Maumeo 
City and Toledo. He was a mem¬ 
ber of the State Legislature in 
1849, and one of the arbitrators of 
the Geneva tribunal in 1872. He 
was President of the Ohio Consti¬ 
tutional Convention in 1873, and 
in March, 1871, was appointed by 
President Grant Chief Justice of 
the United States. His course in 
that position has been singularly 
free from political or personal pre¬ 
judice, he declining to serve as 
one of the Electoral Commission to 
decide the Presidential Contro¬ 
versy of 1870, 

WALES (Prince of), H.R.H, 
Albert Edward, heir-apparent to 
the British crown, eldest son of 
Her Majesty and the late Prince 
Consort, born at Buckingham 
Palace, Nov. 9, 1841, received his 
early education under the Rev. 
Henry M, Birch, rector of Prest- 
wioh, Mr. Gibbes, barrister-at-law, 
the Rev. C. F. Tarver, and Mr, H. 
W, Fisher, and having studied for 
a session at Edinburgh, entered 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he 
attended the public lectures for a 
year, and afterwards resided for 
throe or four terms at Cambridge 
for the samo purpose.

WALLACE, Robert, M.P.,was born 
in the parish of St. Andrews, Pife- 
shiro, Juno 21, 1831, and educated 
at Groildoa Institution, Culross, the 
High School, Edinburgh, and the 
Universities of St. Andrews and 
Edinburgh, graduating M. A. in the 
former in 1863. He entered the 
Church, and became successively 
Minister of Newton-upon-Ayr, in 
Dec. 1867 j Minister of Trinity 
College Church, Edinburgh, in 
Dec. I860} Examiner in Philo¬ 
sophy, in the University of St. 
Andrews, in April, 1800 j Minister 
of Old Grey friars, Edinburgh, in 
Dec, 1868 j D.D. of the University 
of Glasgow in 18G9; and Professor 
of Chur oh History in the Univer¬ 
sity of Edinburgh, in Dec. 1872. 
He quitted the clerical profession 
in Aug. 1876, when he became 
editor of the Scotsman in succession 


to the late Dr. Russel. He resigned 
tho editorship in Nov. 1880, and 
was called to the Bar in Nov. 18S3. 
After the dissolution of 1886 he 
opposed Mr. Goschen for East 
Edinburgh, and was elected as a 
Gladstone Liberal by a large ma¬ 
jority. 

WALLIS, Henry, member of the 
Royal Society of Painters in 
Water-colour, was born in Lon¬ 
don, 21 Feb, 1830, and studied in 
the art school of F. S. Cary, London, 
and in the ateliw of C, Gleyre, Paris, 
Ecole des Beaux Arts, Paris ; also, 
at Rome and Venice. His first 
picture (in oil colour) was exhi¬ 
bited at the British Institution, 
1851. He exhibited at the Royal 
Academy in 1851, and succeeding 
yearB, pictures in oil representing 
incidents in the lives of celebrated 
personages, subjects from the 
poets, landscapes, and scenes of 
Venetian life of the period of the 
fifteenth century. BAa most cele¬ 
brated work was u Tho Death of 
Chatterton/' He joined the Royal 
Society of Painters in Water¬ 
colour in 1879, the pictures exhi¬ 
bited at the gallery of the society 
being mainly scenes from "The 
Merchant of Venice,” and Italian 
and Oriental subjects. He has 
contributed papers to artistic and 
other journals on the history of 
painting and on ceramic art, also 
reviews of books on art. 

WALLON, Henri Alexandre, was 
born at Valenciennes* Dec. 23, 
1812, In 1810 he became a Pro¬ 
fessor with M. Guizot at the Sor* 
bonne, where he lectured on history 
and geography. In 1860 he gained 
the Golibort Prize of the French 
Academy for a work on Joan of Arc. 
Ha was returned to the National 
Assembly in Feb. 1871, as a mode¬ 
rate Conservative by the depart¬ 
ment of the Nord, but he joined 
tho Lavergne group on the question 
of the Constitutional Laws. To 
his moderation and vigour was due 
the definite establishment of the 
Republic,—indeed, he is still com- 
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monly called Fatlior oi' tho Re¬ 
public—ami accordingly M. Buffet, 
on forming his administration in 
March, 1875, nominated him 
Minister of Public Instruction, 
tt was lie who proposed tho clauses 
which first gave constitutional 
shape to the Republic. M. Wallon 
is a member of tho Institute. lie 
was a candidate for tho seat in the 
French Academy that had boon 
vacated by M. Claude Bernard, 
but M. Renan defeated him by 10 
to 15 (June 13, 1878). M. Wallen 
is a sound and capable historian.

WALPOLE, The Bight Hon, 
Spencer Horatio, born in 1800, 
was educated at Eton and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where lie ob¬ 
tained the first prize for English 
declamation and another for tho 
boat essay on the character and 
conduct of William III, Having 
been called to tho bar in 1831, 
by tho Society of Lincoln’s Inn, of 
which he is a benoher, he obtainod 
a large prnctico in the Courts of 
Chancery, and became a Q.C. in 
1810. Ho was returned in tho Con* 
servative interest for Midhurst in 
Jan. 1810, and I’Cprosontod that 
borough till Feb. 1850, Kdien he 
was elected ono of tho members for 
the University of Cambridge. Ho 
distinguished himself in tho debate 
which took placo in 1849, on the 
Navigation Laws j aud in tho dis¬ 
cussions on tho Ecclesiastical Titles 
Bill in 1851, On the accession of 
Lord Derby to office in 1852, Mr, 
Walpole sacrificed his practice at 
the Chancery Bar to accept the post 
of Secretary of State for the Home 
Department, and in that capacity 
carried through Parliament tho 
measure for ombodying tho militia. 
After leaving offiae Mr. Walpole 
became Chairman of the Groat 
Western Railway. He held the 


seals of the Home Office in Lord 
Dorby’s socond administration in 
1858, but resigned in Mnrcli, 1859, 
owing to a difference in opinion 
with his colleagues with regard to 
the Reform Bill. He was appointed 
Secretary of State for the Home 
Department in Lord Derby’s third 
aduiinibtration in 18(50,and roHignod 
May 9, 1807, retaining a seat in tho 
Cabinet without office. He retired 
with Mb colleagues in 1808. Mr, 
Walpole resigned lxis seat for the 
University of Cambridge in Nov, 
1882. 

WALPOLE, Speneor, Lieutenant- 
Governor of the Isle of Man, 
eldest son of tho Rt. Jlon. S. II. 
Walpole, and his wifo, Isabella, 
daughter of the Rt. Hon. Spencer 
Percoval, was born Feb. (5, 1839, 
and educated at Eton. He entered 
the War Office in 3858, and lias 
been Private Secretary to the Ki. 
Hon. T. Sotheran Eatoourt, and bo 
Mb father. He was made Ono of 
Her Majeaby’s inspectors of 
Fisheries m 1807, uud was ap¬ 
pointed Lieut.-Governor of tho 
Isle of Man in 1882. [le is the 
author of the “ Life of the El. 
Hon. Spencer Perceval/ 4 1873 j of 
f ‘ Tho Electorate and the Legisla¬ 
tion/ 4 188i ; “ Foreign Relations /' 9 
1882 ; and rf A History of England 
from the conclusion of tho Groat 
War in 1815,” vols. 1 and 2 (1878), 
vol. 3 (1880), vols. 4 and 5 (1880); 
and ho has been a contributor to 
periodical literature. Mr, Walpole 
married, in 18(57, Marian, tho 
youngebt daughter of Sir John 
Digby Murray, Bart., of lilaok- 
barony. 

WALSH, John Honry, F.R.C.S., 
was born at Hackney, Oct. 21, 1810, 
and educated at it private school in 
Dorsetshire. He practised as ft 
surgeon at Worcester uni il 1852, 
when he removed to London. lie 
has been editor of tho Field since 
1857. Mr. Walsh wrote ff Tho 
Greyhound/ 4 in 1855. It was first 
published in Bell*a Life, and then 
in book-form. He compiled " Bri- 
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tish Rural Sports 33 in six months 
of 1355 ; and wrote " Tlie Bog in 
Health and Disease/' in 1858 j "The 
Horso in tho Stable and the Field;" 
and " Tho Shot dun and Rifle/' in 
3850, Ho edited "Bogs of the 
British Islands/ 3 in 18GG. Mr. 
Walsh is also tho author of " Tho 
Modern Sportsman, Grun, and 
Rifle/ 3 vol, i.j 1882, vol. it, 1881; 
and of “ Bom.es tic Economy and 
Bomestic Medicine/ 3 

WALSH, The Right Rev. Dr,, 
Roman Catholic Archbishop of 
Dublin, was born in Bublin in 
1841, and educated at Maynooth. 
Ho completed his academic course 
in 1864, but being too young to be 
ordained he passed into the Bun- 
hoyne Establishment, where he 
spent three years in special eccle¬ 
siastical studios. Subsequently he 
became Assistant-Librarian at May¬ 
nooth College, and in 1807, he was 
appointed Professor of Theology. 
In 1878 he became Vice-President 
of the College, and on the death of 
Br. Russell, Br. Walsh was unani¬ 
mously chosen President by the 
Irish Bishops. He exercised no 
lit Lie influence in the framing of 
the Land Act, of 1881, and pub¬ 
lished a voluminous pamphlet 
entitled "A Plain Exposition of 
the Land Bill/* Through his ex- 
ertious a Commission was in¬ 
stituted to inquire into the Queen's 
Colleges of Ireland. For some 
timo he was a Senator in the Royal 
TTnivuraity of Ireland, and he be¬ 
came a member of the Chapter of 
Bublin on the accession of Cardinal 
Maccabo to tho orchiepiseopal J 
throne. On tho death of that pre¬ 
late in Feb. 1885, Br. Walsh be¬ 
came Vicar Capitular, and was 
eventually appointed to the Soe of 
Bublin. He is the author of 
"Officium Defuncfcorum et Ordo 
Exsenuiarum/ 3 1884. 

WALSH AM, Sir John, Bait. 
British Minister at Pekin, born at 
Cheltenham in 1830, is the eldest 
son of Sir John James Walshain. 
He was educated at Trinity College, 


Cambridge,wherohe took the degree 
of M.A., and was for some time em¬ 
ployed in the Audit Office, but was 
appointed to a clerkship in the 
Foreign Offico in 1354. He was 
made Acting Consul at Mexico in 
1859, Secretary of Legation in 
1861, and Charge cV Affaires in 
1863, In 1806 ho was transferred 
as Second Secretary to Madrid; 
was appointed to the Hague in 
1870, and promoted to be Secretary 
of Legation at Pekin, Oct. 1873, 
but did not proceed. From 1875 
to 1878 he was Acting Charge 
d 3 Affaires at Madrid, and then went 
to Berlin as Secretary of Embassy. 
In 1883 ho was transferred to Paris, 
and noted as Minister Plenipoten¬ 
tiary duing the absence of the 
ambassador. Since October, 1886, 
he has been Envoy to China, and 
also to the King of Corea. 

WALSHE, Walter Kayle, M.B., 
born in Bublin in 181G, eldest son 
of William Walshe, Barrister-at- 
Law, was educated at Paris and 
at Edinburgh, where he graduated 
M.B. He is Emeritus Professor of 
Medicine in University College, 
London, having filled that chair, 
which he resigned in 1862, for 
thirteen years; and Consulting 
Physician to three London Hos¬ 
pitals. He has written " Practical 
Treatise on the Lungs/' 4th edit. 
1871; "Nature and Treatment of 
Cancel'/ 3 181G; "Biseases of the 
Heart and Great Vessels/ 3 4th 
edit. 1873; "Bramatic Singing, 
Physiologically Estimated, 33 1881 ; 

" The Colloquial Faculty for Lan¬ 
guages, and the Nature of Genius/ 3 
2nd edit, 1886; &c. He is a Fellow 
of the Royal College of Physicians, 
London, and an associate of several 
foreign medical colleges. 

WALTER, John, eldest son of 
the late Mr. John Walter, of Bear¬ 
wood, Berks, some time member 
for that county, born in London, 
in 1818, was educated at Eton, gra¬ 
duated in honours at Exeter Col¬ 
lege, Oxford, took his M.A. degree 
in 1813, and was called to tho bar

Walt or bears is intimately asso¬ 
ciated with the history of what 
Burke called" The Fourth Estate,” 
his grandfather having published 
the first number of the Times, Jnn. 
1 , 1788, Jlis father raised that 
journal to eminence, and by his 
energy in inducing men of talent to 
contribute to its columns, rendered 
it a great organ of free opinions 
and popular knowledge; and, in 
spite of many obstacles, first 
brought the steam-engine to the 
aid and service of the nowspaiior 
press. Mr, Walter himself biult 
the now office of the Tivies in Print¬ 
ing House Square, and also tlio 
magnificent house at Bearwood. 

WANKLYK, James Alfred, 
M/R.C.S., London, 1850, an emi¬ 
nent chemist, was born at Asliton- 
nnder-Lyno, in the year 1831. Ho 
studied chemistry under Bunsen 
in Heidelberg, and bocumo Demon¬ 
strator of Chemistry in tlie Uni¬ 
versity of Edinburgh in 1850, was 
Professor of Chemistry at the Lou¬ 
don Institution from 1803 to 1870, 
and Lecturer on Chemistry and 
Physics at St, George's Hospital 
from 2877 to 1880, At present ho 
is public analyst for the boroughs 
of Buckingham, Peterborough, and 
High "Wycombe, In 1838 he pre¬ 
pared propionic acid by the action 
of carbonic acid on sodium-ethyl, 
being the first example of the arti¬ 
ficial production of an organic sub¬ 
stance directly from carbonic acid. 
In 1861, in conjunction with Dr. 
Lyon Playfair, he communicated to 


tlio Itoyal Society of Edinburgh a 
paper “ O 11 a mode of taking tlic 
density of vapours of volatile liquids 
at temperatures below the boiling 
point.** Subsequently he pursued 
conjointly with Dr. Emil Erlen- 
moycr a series of researches which, 
besides settling the formula of 
manniie and the rolution of the 
sugar group to the alcoholic serios, 
afforded one of the earliest and 
most complete studies of isomerism 
among the alcohols. In 1867* he 
prepared propione, by the action of 
carbonic oxide on Bodium-ethyl, 
and, together with the late Mr. E. 
T, Chapman and Mr. MileB II, 
Smith, invented the well-known 
Ammonia process of Water Analysis. 
Some years later, conjointly with 
Mr. W. J. Cooper, lie brought out the 
m<list combustion process. In 1871, 
he conducted for tlio Government 
an investigation into the quality 
of the milk supplied to the London 
workhouses. Mr. Wanklyn is tlio 
author of four text books for Chem¬ 
ists and Medical Officers of Health, 
viz. : a t( Treat!so on Water Ana¬ 
lysis j*’ a "Treatise on Milk Ana¬ 
lysis,* ’ 1873 ; a “ Treatise on Tea, 
Coffee, and Cocoa/* 1874 5 * c Bread 
Analysis/* 1881 ,tho last-named book 
bring tlio joint production of Mr.

WABD, Adolphus William, born 
at Hampstead, Deo, 2 , 1837, was 
educated in Germany, where liis 
father hold consular and diplomatic 
appointments, and at Bury St. 
Edmunds Grammar School. I 11 
1831, ho entered at PoterliouHo, 
Cambridge, of which college he 
became a Fellow in I860, having 
graduated in tho Classical Tripos 
of tho previous year. In 18C6 he 
was appointed Professor of History 
and English Literature at Oweirs 
College, Manchester. He held 
various exaniinorships in the Uni- 
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vorsifcioH of Cambridge and London, 
nnd was, in 1879, created an lion. 
LIj.D, of G-laagow, and, in 1883, a 
Litt. D. of Cambridge. Ho tools: 
an active part in tlie movement 
for tho foundation of tho Victoria 
University, Manchester, (1880) ; 
and afterwards successively hold, in 
the now University, the offices of 
Chairman of tho Gonoral Board of 
Studies, and of Vice-Chancellor. 
Dr. Ward is the English translator 
of Curtius' "History of Greece/'

WARD, John Quincy Adams, was 
boruatUrbana, Ohio, June 29,1830.

J sroel Putnam, an equestrian statue 
of Gen, Thomas. Gen. Daniel Mor¬ 


gan and Lafayette, lie built a 
larger studio in 1882, where he 
has made tho colossal statue of 
Washington for the New York 
Subtreasury building, a colossal 
statue of President Garfield, "The 
Pilgrim/' etc. For three years he 
was Vice-President, and for one 
term President, of tho National 
Academy of Design, 

WARD, Thomas Humphry, M.A., 
is a son of the late Rev. Honry 
Ward, formerly Vicar of St. 
Barnabas, King Square, E.C., and 
was born at Hull in 1815. He was 
educated at Merchant Taylors’ 
School, and at Brasenose College, 
Oxford, where he graduated (1st 
class Final Classical School) in 
Mich. Term, 1868. Before this he 
had been ft candidate for the Civil 
Service of India, and in 1866 was 
placed first in the Open Competi¬ 
tion. He resigned, however, with¬ 
out proceeding to India, and in 
Feb. 18G9, was elected Fellow of 
Brasenose, of which college he was 
Tutor from 1870 to 1880. Ho then 
engaged in literary work in London, 
In 1880-1, with the aid of the princi¬ 
pal oritical writers of the day, he 
brought out " The English Poets: 
Selections -with Critical Introduc¬ 
tions/' (1 vols.); in 1884 he pub¬ 
lished f * Humphry Sandwith, a 
Memoir ” ; in 1885 he edited " Men 
of the Reign "; in 1886, with the 
help of various writers on Art, he 
brought out, for Messrs. Boussod, 
Valadon & Co., "English Art in 
tlie Public Galleries of London,” a 
work sumptuously illustrated with 
120 photogravures; and about 
the same time he announced for 
publication r ‘ The Reign of Queen 
Victoria: a Survey of Fifty Years 
of Progress.” In this work he had 
the assistance of Mr. Matthew 
Arnold, Prof. Huxley, Lord Wol- 
seley, and other experts. It should 
be added that as an undergraduate, 
he was (with the late Edward Nolan 
and R. S. Copleston, now Bishop 
of Colombo) joint author of " The 
Oxford Spectator,” In 1872 he 
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married Mary Augusta, oldeHi 
daughter of Mr. Thomas Arnold. 

WARNER, CliarlasDudley, was horn 
ah Plainfield, Massachusetts, Sopt. 
12, 1821), A. B. (Hamilton College) 
185J. Ho was admitted to the bar 
in 1850, and practised law until 
18G0, wlion bo outovod journalism 
and became editor of the Hartford 
(Ooilii.) Press and CourmU. Hollas 
travelled in Eurojxi and the East 
as correspondent of a number of 
A morican newspapers, and for the 
last few years, in addition to his 
editorial duties in Hartford, has 
conducted tlio " Editor’s drawer” 
in Harper's Magazine. He has con¬ 
tributed to the Atlantic and other 
periodicals, and has published 
“My Summer in a Garden/' 1871; 
" Sauutorings/' 1872; “Back-Log 
Studios/’ 1K72; w Baddeok and 
That Sort of Tiling/' 1874; "My 
Winter on the Hilo among the 
Mummies and Moslems,” 1870; 
11 Being a Boy/' 1877; “In the 
Levant,” 1877; “Tn the Wilder¬ 
ness/' 1878; " Captain John 

Smith/* 1881 ; “ Washington 

Irving/' 1881 ; “Roundabout 
Journey/* 1883; and in conjunc¬ 
tion with S. L. Clemons, (Mark 
Twain), “The G-ildod Ago/ 5 1873. 

WARRE, The Rev. Edmond, D.D., 
Headmaster of Eton College, was 
born in 1830, and was educated at 
Eton nnd Balliol College, Oxford, 
of which ho was a scholar. Ho 
obtained a East Class in Classical 
Moderations in 1850, and in tlio 
final Classical Schools in 1859, and 
he also distinguished himself as an 
oar. When the Oxford University 
Rifle CorpR was established, Mv. 
Warre was one of its earliest and 
most energetic members, lie was 
elected Follow of All Souls in 
1869, and retained, bis Fellowship 
three years. In 1800 he went to 
Eton as Assistant Master, a post 
which ho held under Dm Good- 
ford, Balaton, and Hornby, until 
the resignation of the last named 
in 1884. At that dato, Mr. Warre 
was designated by general opinion 


as the most likely successor to the 
vaeanfc post for which his services 
and his groat populiu*ity at Eton 
seemed specially to qualify him. 
Ho was accordingly elected by tlio 
governing body, and shortly after¬ 
wards ho took liia dogreo of D,D. 
at Oxford. 

WATERHOUSE, Alfred, R.A.. 
was born July 19, 1830, at Liver- 
pnol. He studied architecture in 
Manchester, where he began to 
practise his profession, after tra¬ 
velling, chiefly in Italy. Ilia first 
considerable work wn s the Manches¬ 
ter Assize Courts, the result of a 
hardly contested competition. In 
this city ho has also been the archi¬ 
tect of the County Gaol, tlio Owens 
College, and the Town Hall, Lhe 
result of another competition. In 
Liverpool his works comprise the 
London and North-Wes tern Hotels, 
the Seamen's Orphanage, and the 
Convalescent Home; in London 
the NatumL History Museums, the 
Prudential Assurance Company's 
Ollices in Holhorn, the New Uni¬ 
versity Club, the New St. Paul’s 
Schools, the Central Institution 
of the City and Guilds of Lon¬ 
don rnstituto. Exhibition Road, 
and the National Liberal Club, 
Whitehall Place. Balliol College 
at Oxford, and Caius and Pem¬ 
broke at Cambridge, have been 
partly rebuilt from his designs. 
Among mansions maybe mentioned 
Hoytlirop, Oxon, Eaton Hall, 
Cheshire, and Iwerao Minster, Dor¬ 
set, as his most cons]ucuous works. 
Mr. Waterhouse was honoured by 
receiving a Grand Prize for archi¬ 
tecture at the Paris Exhibition of 
1897, and a “Rappel” at that of 
1&78, lie is a member of tlio Royal 
and Imperial Academy of 'Vienna, 
an Associate of the Academic 
Royalo des Sciences, des LottreR, 
et des Boaux-Arts cle Belgique, 
and was olocLed an Associato of 
the Royal Academy, Jan. 10,1878, 
becoming a full member on -1th 
June, 1885, 

WATERLOW, Sir Sydney, was 
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educated at the Grammar School, 
Southwark, and at the ago of four¬ 
teen was apprenticed to the late 
Mr. Thomas Harrison, Government 
printer j at eighteen he was placed 
in charge of the Cabinet Printing 
Press at the Foreign Office, Down¬ 
ing Street, and at twenty he went 
abroad, and was ongagedin the well- 
known establishment of Messrs. 
Galignani. In 1S4I he joiued liis 
father and brothers in business at 
London Wall, and for the next 
twenty years devoted himself to 
tho extensive business of the firm 
now known as Waterlow & Sons, 
Ld. In 1855 ho was elected for 
the Ward of Broad Street in the 
Common Council, and while a 
member of tlie Police Committee 
devised the scheme of over-house 
telegraph wires for the use of the 
police. In 1868 he was elected 
aldenuon for the Ward of Lang- 
bourn, and in the same year took 
mi active part in promoting the 
sell erne for Artisans 1 Dwellings. 
In 1SGG-7 he served the office of 
Sheriff of London and Middlesex, 
and received tho honour of knight¬ 
hood, In the following year he 
agreed to contest the county of 
Dumfries in the Liberal interest, 
and greatly astonished the Con¬ 
servative party by being returned 
at the head of tho poll for a county 
which had been held uncontestecl 
by them for eighty years. In 
1870 Sir Sydney was appointed 
on the Royal Commission for in¬ 
quiry into Friondly and Benefit 
Building Societies, and took an 
activo part in establishing such 
societies tliroughout the kingdom 
on a satisfactory footing. In 1872 
he was elected Lord Mayor of 
London, and appointed to the 
Royal Judicature Commission j in 
the same year lie instituted the 
now annual Hospital Sunday Fund, 
and the Queen, in recognition of 
liis many services to commerce and 
philanthropy, created him. a baro¬ 
net. In the following year he was 
elected treasurer of St- Bartholo- 


, mew's Hospital, and for twelve 
i years discharged the duties of his 
office in a manner that has con¬ 
ferred lasting benefit on the In¬ 
stitution. In 1874, at the general 
election, he successfully contested 
Maidstone, but lost tlie seat in 
1880, and was elected for Graves¬ 
end, which he continued to repre¬ 
sent until the general election of 
1885. Jn 1881-2 he worked on the 
Committee on Artisans' and La¬ 
bourers' Dwellings, a subject in 
which he has always taken a keen 
interest. .After resigning his aider- 
man's gown in 1888, Sir Sydney 
made a tour round the world, and 
at the general election of 1885 
stood for the Mid-Division of Kent, 
but was defeated. His services to 
the working classes of England ore 
I well known, and have gained the 
appreciation which they deserve. 

WATKIN, Sir Edward William, 
Bart., M.P., is the eldest son of 
tho late Mr. Absalom Watkin, who 
was born in London, but settled in 
Manchester, in 1800, and carried 
on business as a merchant in that 
town, from 1800 till hiB death in 
1861. His son, Mr. EdwardWilliam. 
Watkin, was first employed in his 
father's counting-house (ultimately 
becoming a partner), until the year 
1815, when he was appointed to the 
secretaryship of the Trent Valley 
Railway. This led to his joining 
the London and North-Western 
Co., and to his various positions as 
General Manager, and afterwards 
as a Director and Chairman of the 
Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincoln¬ 
shire Railway, and President of the 
Grand Trunk Railway of Canada ,• 
Chairman of the South Eastern 
Railway, and Director of the Great 
Western and Great Eastern Com¬ 
panies. In 1839-40 he became one 
of the directors of the Manchester 
Atlienomm, and was one of the 
secretaries of tho committee which 
was organised to extricate tho in¬ 
stitution from its pecuniary em¬ 
barrassments. He suggested and 
carried out the great literary soirees 
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of that institution, which, were held 
in the Free 'Jhiulo Hull, and pre¬ 
sided over by Mr. Charles Dickens, 
Mr. U. Disraeli, and Serjeant Tal- 
fonrd, in the years J813, 1811, and 
1843 respectively. hi 1813 ho wrote 
a pamphlet entitled "A Plea for 
Public Parks/* and became ono of 
the honorary secretaries of the 
eonnnittee ‘ 1 V 

whose olio: . ■ « 

parks (vi!f5 , uil* ■ l^uuuu xVoi, 
and “ PhilipV*), were obtained for 
Manchester and Salford. In 1813, 
ho and a few other members ot 
the Manchester Athonomni started 
the Saturday half-holiday ,J in 
Manchester, which resulted in tho 
general closing of the warehousos 
for business at two p.m. ovory 
Saturday. hi 1815, Mr. Watkin 
was ono of the originators of the 
Manchester Sawn bier newspaper. In 
1801 he undertook a private mission 
to Canada, at tho dosiro of the 
Duke of Newcastle, then Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, with tho 
object of bringing the five British 
Provinces into union, and the estab¬ 
lishment of a connection hetweon 
Canada and tho Atlantic, by an 
independent railway system, which 
he successfully accomplished. Mr, 
Watkin was first olected to Parlia¬ 
ment in 1857, hut was afterwards 
unseated, lie was returned to Par¬ 
liament, unopposed, for Stockport, 
in 18G L, and again returned at the 
head of tho poll in 18(33. lie was 
defeated, however, by a narrow ma¬ 
jority in 18G8, and contosted East 
Cheshire unsuccessfully in I860. 
Whilst in Parliament, in 1806-07, 
lie obtained, as the Chairman of 
two Select Committees, important 
alterations in tho laws ail acting 
railways, and especially tho change 
in the iawof limited liability, which 
enabled companies to reduce their 
capital by nioro resolution, and 
without winding up. In 1868 lie 
received the honour of knighthood. 
Sir E, Watkin was again returned 
to Parliament at tho general elec¬ 
tion of Fob. 1871. for the united 


boroughs of ILythe and Folkestone, 
and was returned unopposed, for 
the same borough, at tho general 
election of 1880. In that year ho 
was created a baronet. Ho wns 
High Sheriff of Cheshire, 1871, 
Ho 1ms done much to improve the 
harbours of Boulogne and Calais, 
so as to establish fixed services by 
large steamers, to increase tho com¬ 
fort of the transit, and to reduce 
tho time between Done!on and Haris 
ultimately to seven hours, This 
movement is progressing. The pro¬ 
posed tunnel wilder tho Channel to 
connect England and Franco is an 
enterprise with which ho has been 
eon hoc ted in conjunction with the 
late Michel Chevalier, M. Leon 
Say. and other eminent French and 
English public men. Assuming tho 
experiment to succeed, Mr. Wat- 
kin has recommended Mr. Glad¬ 
stone to approach tho European 
and Amoriean powers with a view 
to the complete neutralisation of 
the work, believing that this would 
do away with the military alarms 
raised on tho question of laic years. 
At present the works noar Slinks* 
peare Cliff, Dover, are kept in re¬ 
pair and ventilation, but Govern¬ 
ment has not yet shown any 
desire to give the sanction-neces¬ 
sary to their completion. It is 
understood that Sir Edward lias 
investigated tho question of con¬ 
necting tho south coast of Bcot- 
land and the north const of Ireland 
by a subinarino tunnel, lie lias 
advocated tho extension of harbour 
and other public works ns a means 
of oxtending omploymunl and aug¬ 
menting the trading capacity of 
tho country in competition with 
; foreign nations, hi 1883, and again 
in 1886, Sir 30, Watldn wus returned 
for tho Hythe division of Kent. 

WATSOtf, John Dawson, K.W.S., 
was bom May 20, 1832, at Sed- 
borgh, in the West Killing of 
Yorkshire, was odneatod tit the 
Edward VI. Grammar School at 
Sedbargb, entered tin* School of 
Design at Manchester in 3H47 i 
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came to London in 1831, and he- 
cftme a pupil of Alexander Davit 
(^ooper, and a utudont of the Royul 
Academy, llo exhibited liiu firet 
picture,"The Wounded Cavalier/’ 
aL the Royal Institution, Manches¬ 
ter, in 1851. llo exhibited at the 
Royal Academy for the first time 
in 1853, "An Ailist’a Studio/’and 
has continued to exhibit to the 
present time, his principal works 
boing— **Thinking it Out;" "The 
Poisoned Cup," which obtained a 
modal at the Vienna Exhibition, 
1873; "The Student;" "The Part¬ 
ing ; ” et Saved: " "Black to Move /’ 
and "Women’s Work." In 1860 
he illustrated for Messrs Routlodgc 
their Christmas edition of "The 
Pilgrim’s Progress," followed by 
"KobinRon Crusoo," in 1873, and 
contributed wood-drawings to most 
of tho illustrated books, papers, and 
magazines of the time. In 1865 he 
was elected an Associate of the 
Society Of Painters in Water 
Colours, and a member of the same 
Society in 1870, 

WATSON, Thomas Henry, ar¬ 
chitect, horn Nov. 1,1839, obtained 
three silver me dais offered in ar¬ 
chitecture by the Koyal Academy 
of Arts in 1830, and the gold 
medal, with " The Lectures of the 
Professors/’ and "The Works of 
Sir Joshua Reynolds," for his 
Design of an Exchange in 1861. 
He was elected an Associate of 
the Royal Institute of British 
Architects in 1803; was awarded 
tho first annual travelling student¬ 
ship of the Royal Academy, Dec. 
10, 1868 j and the Soane medallion 
of tho Royal Institute of British 
Architects, March 15, 1861. He 
was President of the Architectural 
Association in 1871. 

WATSON (Lord) The Right Hon. 
William Watson, is the son of the 
Rov. Thomas Watson, minister of 
Covington, Lanarkshire, where ho 
was bom in 1828. He was educated 
at tho Universities of Glasgow and 
Edinburgh, and was admitted an 
advocate at the Scotch bar in 1851. 


He was elected Doan of tho 
Faculty of Advocates in 1873. In 
Nov. 187G, he was elected M.P. in 
the Conservative interest, for the 
Universities of Glasgow and Aber¬ 
deen. Mr. Watson was Solicitor- 
General for Scotland from July 
1871, till Oct. 1876, when lie was 
appointed Lord Advocate. In tho 
latter year he was created a LL.D. 
of Edinburgh. He was sworn of 
tho Privy Council, and apirointed 
a member of the Committee of 
Council on Education in Scotland, 
April 2, 1878. He continued to 
represent the Universities of Glas¬ 
gow and Aberdeen till April, 1880, 
when he was appointed a Lord 
Justice of Appeal, and made a 
peer for life, under the provisions 
of the Act of 1876, as Lord Watson 
of Thankerton, in the county of 
Lanark. 

WATTS, George Frederick, R.A., 
painter, born in London, in 1820, 
first exhibited at the Academy in 
1837. In addition to portraits, he 
made some historical attempts, 
such as " Isabella finding Lorenzo 
dead," from Boccaccio, in 3840, and 
a scene from u Cymbeline/’ in 
1812. At Westminster Hall, m 
1843, his cartoon of " Caractacus 
led in triumph through the Streets 
of Rome," obtained one of the 
three highest clasB prizes of J2300, 
and created sanguine hopes for his 
future career. Having spent three 
years in Italy, he again obtained, 
in 1847, the highest honours at the 
competition in Westminster Hall. 
His two colossal oil-pictures, 

" Echo," and " Alfred inciting the 
Saxons to prevent the Landing of 
the Danes," which secured for him 
one of the three highest class 
prizes of JB600, were, with the 
pictures of Pickersgill and Gross, 
purchased by the Commissioners, 
The latter is in one of the com¬ 
mittee-rooms of the new Parliament 
Houses, Mr. Watts exhibited his 
" Paolo and Francesca/’ and "Or¬ 
lando pursuing the Fata Morgana," 
at the British Institution, in 1848, 
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mid his full-length portrait of Lady 
Holland, utilvo Royal Academy in 
tho same year, “ liifo’n IlliuumiH,” 
ii pictm o of the* class of rr Fain. 
Morgana,” exhibited in 184U, was 
followed in 1830 by " r Uho Good 
Samaritan,” painted in honour of 
Thomas Wriglit, of Manchester, 
and presented by the artist to the 
Town 11 a 11 of Manchester. For the 
now Houses of Parliament Mr. 
Watts has executed one of tho 
frescoes in the Poets' Hall, " St. 
Goorge overcomes the Dragon,” 
from SpeiiBer, finished in 1853, and 
lias painted in fresco the west end 
of the now hall at Lincoln's Inn. 
For some time lie lma exhibited 
regularly at the Itoyal Academy 
and Grosvenor Gallery. His princi¬ 
pal productions have been portraits 
ancl ideal or mythological subjects, 
such as tho well-known "Love and 
Doatli j " " Endynuon j'' “ Orpheus 
and Eurydico;” "Dnplmoand 
(1880), " Hope.” In L882 an ex¬ 
hibition of Mr. Watts ’r works was 
held at tho Grosvenor Gallery. 
Mr. Watts lias pninlod for liia own 
house a number of portraits of Hie 
most eminent of his contem¬ 
poraries in public life, literature 
and art; and these ho is under¬ 
stood to have bequeathed to the 
nation. In 188G Mr. Walts married 
Miss Frascr-Tytler. 

WAUGH, Edwin, born Jan. 20, 
1818, at Roclulalc, in Lancashire, 
is descended from a Border family 
long settled upon their own land, 
near Ilaltwhistlo. He was edu¬ 
cated at Davenport's Commercial 
Academy, at Koch dale j was ap¬ 
prenticed to a bookseller and 
printer j and after liis apprentice¬ 
ship worked as a printer and book¬ 
seller for nearly ten years. He 
was thou appointed secretary to 
the Lancashire Public School 
Association, for the promotion of a 
national plan of secular education, 
Ho was connected with this associa¬ 
tion for nearly five years; since 
then ho has devoted himself en¬ 
tirely to literature. Mr, Waugh 


received a pension of JfiJH) from tho 
Civil List in 1882. Ho is the 
author of " Lancashire Sketches • 11 
"Poems and Lancashire Songs j" 
" Tufts of ricatlior,” a series of 
tales: " Factory Folk during tho 
Cotton Famine j ” " Hambies in the 
Lake Country j ” " Snowed LJp, and 
other Talcs j ” " Hambies and 
Reveries; ” " Sanclio's Wallet,” a 
series of Northern anecdotes; ** The 
Chimney Corner,” a series of 
country tales; " Roads out of 
ManchesterAn Old ^ Man's 
Memories;” and "The Limping 
Pilgrim,” 

WEATHERS, The Right Rev. 
William, T).D., a Roman Catholic 
predate, bom in 1811, was educated 
at St. Edmund's College, Old Hall 
Green, where lie was ordained 
priest in 1838; and became pro¬ 
fessor, vice-president, and finally 
prow dent in 1831, which office ho 
coutinuod to hold until 18(50, when 
lie was removed lo Hammer smith 
to become tin 1 first President of 
St Thomas's Thoologicnl Seminary. 
Dr. WeaLliers was the theologian 
nominated by the English Bishops 
to nssist in Romo at the prepara¬ 
tions for the Vatican Council. He 
was made a domestic prelate by 
tho Pope in 1808 ; and in 1872 was 
appointed Bishop of Ainycla, i.p.i.t 
and nominated Bishop Auxiliary 
for the diocese of Westminster. 

WEBBER, The Right Rev. Wil¬ 
liam Thomas Thornhill, D.D., Bishop 
of Brisbane, is tho son of the late 
William Webber, surgeon of Nor¬ 
wich, by Elian, daughter of Sir 
William Preston. Jio was born 
at Norwich, Jan. 30, 1837, and 
educated there and at Pembroke 
College, Oxford. (B.A, 1850, M.A. 
1802, l3.0, honoris ttiwsrt, 1885.) 
He was oz’dained by tho Bishop 
of London, (Dr. Tail), deacon, 
3800, and priest, 18(31. Jio wuh 
nssistnnt curate at Chiswick 
from 1800 to L8G4, when lio was 
put in charge of the newly consti¬ 
tuted district and parish of St. 
John the Evangelist, Red Lion 
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Squaro, Holborn, which he hold up 
to 1885. Hero he built tho noble 
chtireh in Bed Lion Square (of 
which Mr. J. L. Pearson is tho 
architect, and which was conse¬ 
crated in 1878), together with clergy 
house attached,, and schools with 
accommodation for 700 children in 
three departments. The site, 
church, and clergy • house cost 
.£37,325, and the various gifts to 
the church make this amount fully 
up to *£39,300. Tlio schools repre¬ 
sent a capital outlay of <£8,250, 
besidos which tho mission house 
scheme aud various other funds 
raised for capital purposes, bring 
up the total to <£19,000. This large 
slim of money was collected and ad¬ 
ministered with indomitable pati¬ 
ence, and considerable practical 
shrewdness by Mr, Webber, in the 
com*se of an exceedingly busy life of 
public usefulness. He was one of 
the Governors of Sion Collego 
1882-1885, and represented Fins¬ 
bury on the London School Board, 
1882-1885 ; was Chairman of tho 
Local Managers of the Board 
Schools, 1877, aud Guardian of 
IColborn Union, 1871-1883. Ho 
was also connected very promi¬ 
nently during those years with tho 
Charity Organisation Society, the 
Working Mon’s Club and Institute 
Union, the Girls 1 and the Young 
Men’s Friendly Societies, and 
many other institutions and socie¬ 
ties. On the resignation of Bishop 
Hale he was appointed to the vaoont 
See of Brisbane, and was conse¬ 
crated in S, Paul’s Cathedral by 
tho Archbishop of Canterbury 
(Dr. Benson), on S. Barnabas’ Day, 
1885. 

WEBSTER, Augusta, daughter of 
the lato Vice-Admiral Davies, pub¬ 
lished her first book, " Blanche 
Lisle, and other Poems H in I860, 
under tho name of Cecil Home. 
After her marriage with Mr. 
Thomas Webster, Fellow of Trinity 
College, Cambridge, she pub¬ 
lished n Lesley’s Guardians,” a 
novel, and " Lilian Gray,” a poem. 


180L, Under her own name sho 
has since published a translation 
of “Prometheus Bound , tl Dramatic 
studies,” 180G; u A Woman Sold, 
and other Poems,” 1867, transla¬ 
tion of "Mcdoa,” 1868j "Por¬ 
traits,” 1870, "The Auspicious 
Day,” a drama, 1872, "A House- 
wifo’s Opinions, 1879 ;" A Book of 
Rhyme,” 1881 j "In a Day,” 1882; 
"Daifodil and the Crouxicans,” 

1 1884. In 1870 Mrs. Webster was 
elected on the School Board, Chol- 
sua division, and again returned in 
1885. She takes a great interest 
in women’s franchise, and has 
contributed articles on the subjeot 
to the Ssmniner. 

WEBSTER, Sir Richard Everard, 
Q.C., M. P„ Attorney - General, 
second son of the late Thomas 
Wobster, Esq., Q.C., was born 
December 22, 1812. He received 
his education at Charterhouse 
School, and at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where lie greatly dis¬ 
tinguished himself as an athlete, 
winning the two miles race against 
Oxford. He was called to the 
bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 18G8, and 
joined the south-eastern (then 
home) circuit. He was afterwards 
appointed to the ancient but hono¬ 
rary offices of Tubman and Post¬ 
man in the Court of Exchequer 
at Westminster. He was made 
Queen’s Counsel in 1876, and is 
believed to be the only man who 
has for many years past received 
that honour at so early an age. 
lie has been extensively engaged 
in most of the heavy commercial 
and railway oases of the day, and, 
besides having a large general 
practice, he haB also recently been 
retained in numerous appeal cases 
in the House of Lords. He is one 
of the Governors of the Charter- 
house. Prom July to November, 
1885, he represented Launceston, 
and at the general election of 1885 
he successfully stood for the Isle 
of Wight, defeating Mr, Ashley 
the former Liberal member, by a 
majority of 436, In 1880 he was 
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again returned by a majority of 

1 , 258 . 

WEDMORE, Erodoriok, was born 
at Clifton, July 0, IS 1J, being the 
son of Mr. Thomas Wed more, n 
merchant of Bristol. He was odu- 
eatod privately in England and on 
tho Continent, and, determined on 
the profession of journalism, en¬ 
tered the olliee of a Bristol nows- 
pnper before he was nine Leon. He 
remained there three years, and 
subsequently came to I,oudon, 
writing for various magazines. 
Elis novels of “ A Knapt Cold 
Ring” and “Two Girls,” were 
published in 1H71 and 1871. 
Thenceforward devoting himself 
to the study of pictorial and 
dramatic art, Mr. Weduioro tra¬ 
veled and lived for some time 
abroad, chiefly in France, and 
subsequently became known as a 
writer on the Arts, 1 fis <f Btudics 
in English Art ” appeared m 1870, 
and it was followed by the * f Mas¬ 
ters of a cure Painting,” 1880, and 
M Four Masters of Etching,” 1883. 
Mr. Wedniore did something to¬ 
wards msiking known in England 
tho work of the great otoher, Mer- 
yon, previously almost unknown. 
In 1877 there appeared, reprinted 
from. Temple Bar, "Pastorals of 
Frauce, 5J Mr. W o dm ore’s single work 
of poetical prose Action. Mr. Wcd- 
moro has for several years held tho 
posts of art critic of the Standard, 
and dramatic critic of The Academy , 
and ho has also written in tho 
Nineteenth Ccniwy and tho Fort¬ 
nightly Review* In the autumn of 
1883 he visited the United States, 
and repented at Harvard College, 
and before the Johns Hopkins 
University, Baltimore, ono or two 
lectures previously dolivorod in 
some principal English cities. 

WEIR, Harrison William, bom 
at Lewes, May 5, 1821, at an early 
age showed a great inclination for 
studying natural history, and was, 
in 1837, articled to Mr, Goorgo 
Baxter, to learn designing on 
wood, colom’-printing, and wood-

engraving. Having in vain en¬ 
deavoured to got released from his 
engagement, ho n jih elected a mem¬ 
ber of the new Society of Painters 
in Water-Colours in Fob. 1840, and 
somo time before exhibited at the 
British Institution. His first pic¬ 
ture, the " Dead Shot,” was altor- 
wnrdf. exhibited in Suffolk Stroot, 
and at the Royal Academy, Mr, 
Woir’a first wood drawings ap¬ 
peared in the lfluUmlod London 
News. Amongst his best-known 
woxks are " Poetry of Nature,” 
" Funny Dogs with Funny Tales,” 
and “Tho Adventures of a Bear.” 
Ho htiH furnished illustrations for 
the Band of Hope Review and tho 
Children's Friend , has laboured to 
improve children’s books and books 
for the poorer elasses j and is best 
known by his pictures of birds, 
fruit, and animals, and lias also 
been successful in his engravings 
of fish and flowers, 

WELDON, Georgina, oldest daugh¬ 
ter of the late Morgan Treherno, 
Esq., M.P., was boin at Tooting 
Lodge, (ilnplium Common, May 2 i, 
1837. Who passed tho greator part 
of her girlhood abroad, and studied 
principally music under tho tuition 
of her mother. In 1860 she mar¬ 
ried William Ilonry Weldon, a 
lieutenant in fclio 18th Ilussars, and 
in consequence was disinherited by 
her father. In 1861, during the 
American Civil War, Mrs. Weldon 
gave a series of concerts in Canada, 
for the English volunteers; ancl 
from J 801-68 she organised a yearly 
I concert for the benefit of the artil¬ 
lery volunteers at Beaumaris, of 
which her husband was captain. 
She then conceived the idea of 
starting a Musical Academy for 
the earoful training of artistes: in 
order to gain experience she 
moved to London, and became a 
member of Mr. Henry Leslie's 
Choir. It was here in 1871 that 
she made the acquaintance of the 
great Frenoh composer, Gounod, 
who prom ised to help forward her 
scheme. For various reasons, how- 
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ever, the plan came to nothing. 
In 1878, an attempt was made to 
remove lier, by her husband's 
orders, to a lunatic asylum; bhe, 
however, escaped being taken, and 
subsequently brought an action 
against the four doctors -who hacl 
given tlioir consent j she gained 
her suit and -was awarded =85,000 
damages. Sinco then she hits bc- 
como celebrated for the number of 
law suits in which she has ap¬ 
peared, always defending herself, 
and generally gaining her suit. 
Sho has published several works 
on Music, M. Gounod, her Ophan- 
ngo, etc., sho also edits a weekly 
paper, Social Salvation , and lectures 
and speaks in public. 

WELLDON,The Rev. James Edward 
Cowell, sou of the late Rev. E. G. 
Welldon,was born April 25th, 1851, 
and educated at Eton (whero he was 
Newcastle Scholar in 1873) and at 
King's College, Cambridge, where 
he was Cm veil University Scholar, 
Senior Classic and Senior Chan¬ 
cellor’s Medallist. In 1878 he be¬ 
came Fellow and Tutor of King’s 
College, and in 1883 was appointed 
Head Master of Dulwich College, 
which ho loft on being appointed 
Head Master of ILurow School in 
1885. Mr. W olldou has published 
“ Politics of Aristotle Translated 
with Analysis and Notes/’ 1883, 
and several papers read at church 
congresses. He was select preacher 
at Cambridge in 1885, and at 
Oxford in 1888. 

WELLS, Henry Tan worth, K.A., 
was born in London in Deo, 1828. 
His first practice in art was as a 
miniature painter. When only 
sixteen years of age he exhibited 
at the Royal Academy a portrait of 
“ Master Arthur Prinsep,” a bro¬ 
ther of Mr. Valentine Prinsep, the 
pain to j\ At this date (1845), and 
for some years later, Sir William 
Ross and Mr. Thorbura were paint¬ 
ing their best works, and nowhere 
in the Academy Exhibition was the 
crowd so dense as before the little 
portraits in the famous “ Miniature 


Room ” of former days. Steadily, 
if at first slowly, the young artist 
advanced in this difficult branch of 
art. Before many years had 
elapsed, ho was a worthy competitor 
for public favour with Ross and 
Thorburn j and ultimately, after 
the death of the former, and the 
retirement of the latter from this 
particular field, Mr. Wells became 
indisputably the first miniature 
painter of the day. From tho year 
in which lie first exhibited till 
I860 ho never ceased to be repre¬ 
sented as a miniaturist on the walls 
of the Academy j and down to 1800 
he usually exhibited eight works 
annually — the largest number 
allowed. In this long series wore 
a portrait of Princess Mary of 
Cambridge, painted for Her Ma¬ 
jesty (1853); a group of the 
painter himself and Iub wife in 
tourist costume (1800) ; together 
with full lengths of the Duchess 
* of Sutherland, Prances Countess 
of Waldegravo, aud Mrs. Popham. 
Since 1801 Mr, Wells has devoted 
his energies to oil-painting. It was 
in the Aoademy Exhibition of 1861 
that he made his first appearance 
as an oil-painter, his largest con¬ 
tribution being a portrait of Lord 
Ranolagh, as Colonel of the South 
Middlesex Volunteers. Since 1802 
Mr. Wells has been a constant con¬ 
tributor to the Exhibitions of tho 
Royal Academy. A prominent 
place was awarded in 1865 to his 
"Preparing a Tableau Vivant”—a 
portrait group of three sisters; and 
he also contributed a landscape 
entitled cf Outskirt of a Farmyard 
at Twilight,” In I860 he painted 
his large picture of "Volunteers at 
a Firing Point,” and in May that 
year he was elected A.R.A. Since 
that time he has been a constant 
exhibitor of portrait pictures, some 
of which are large compositions j 
as, n The Rifle Ranges at Wimble¬ 
don,” 1867; " Tho Earl and Coun¬ 
tess Spencer and their Friends at 
Wimbledon,” 1868; "Letters and 
Nows at the Loch Side,” 1808 j

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“ Lord Chancellor ILatliorloy, with 
Ills Attendants in ProeeHsiou 
through tho House of Lords/' 
painted on a large scale for the 
Fishmongers’ Company; 44 Lord 
Chancellor Welborne,”for tho Mer¬ 
cers’ Company; a large hunt- 
picture, entitled “ A November 
Morning at Birdsall House, York¬ 
shire,” IH75 j f< Mr. Robert.Tardine, 
with Urey hounds,” 1870 3 41 Tlio Old 
Stonebroakor/’ and the rt Laurel 
Walk” 1870. In 1880he exhibited 
his large painting of “ Yictorin 
Regina,” representing the Queen 
in the early morning of Juno 20th, 
1837, receiving nows oi the death 
of William IV. and tho home go of 
Archbishop Jlowley and the Lord 
Chamberlain. In 1882 was exhi¬ 
bited " Friends at Yewdon/’ a 
group of Academicians (including 
the painter himself) and other 
frkinds, painted for tho collection 
of Mr. (L C. fcSohwnbu. Mr, Wells 
Avas (ducted a -Royal Academician 
in .Tune, 1870, and has lately made 
himself conspicuous as an energetic 
defender of tho most exclusive 
privileges of tho body to which he 
belongs. Ho married Johanna 
Mary Boyce, an accomplished 
artist, who died in 1801 * 

WELLS, Sir Thomas Spencer, 
Bart., is tho oldest son of tho late 
Mr. William Wells, of St. Alban’s, 
Hortf ordsliiro, by Harriot, dtvu ghter 
of 1 the late Mr. William Wright, 
of East Slioon, Richmond, Surrey. 
Ho wiiRborn in 1818 at St, Alban’s, 
and was educated at Trinity Col¬ 
lege, llublin. He gained his first 
medical experience in tho infirmary 
and School of Medicine at Leeds, 
and subsequently studied in the 
Anatomical School at Dublin, and 
at St. Thomas’s Hospital. He was 
admitted a member of the Royal 
College of Surgeons in 1811, and in 
181*1 was elected one of tho hono¬ 
rary follows creatod by the now 
charter. Having become an assist¬ 
ant Surgeon in tho Navy, he saw 
some active service, both afloat and 
ashore, before and during the Cri- 


moun war j and he Avassent out in 
1851-5, under the auspices of Mr. 
Sydney Herbert, as chief surgeon 
at Smyrna, and at Rnnkoi on the 
Dardanelles. Returning to Eng¬ 
land at tho close of the Russian 
Avar, he devoted himself to the study 
of that branch of professional 
science Avith which liis name is 
associated —namely, ovariotomy, 
and connected himself with tho 
SamnriLnn Hospital for Women. 
He was President of the College of 
SurgeonH in 1882-83 (and delivered 
the Hunterian Oration in 3882). 
Uu is a FoIIoav of the Royal 
Medical and Chirnrgienl Socioty, 
and surgeon to Her Majesty’s 
Household, and at the third cen¬ 
tenary of tho University of Leyden 
lie had conferred upon him tho 
degree 0 f an 1 icnorary M. 1 ). H or 
Majesty, in April, JHK3, conferred 
upon him the honour of a baronetcy 
in aclcnoAvledgment of fr tlio dis¬ 
tinguished services which lie has 
rendered to the medical profession 
and to humanity.” Sir Spencer 
Weils is tho author of several 
important surgical works,especially 
on those branches of operative 
surgery to which ho lias specially 
do voted himself. Mr. W oils married, 
in 1853, Elizabeth, daughtor of the 
lato Mr. James Wright, solicitor, 
of New-inn, London, and of Syden¬ 
ham, ICont. 

WEMYSS (Earl of). The Bight 
Hon. Frauds Womyss Char Leris 
Douglas, oldest son of Francis 
Wemysa Ch.irteriH Douglas, eighth 
Earl of Womyss, was born in 1818, 
and educated at Eton and Christ 
Church, Oxford (B.A., 18J.1), In 
tho same year he was returned to 
tho House of Commons for tho 
Eastern division of Gloucestershire, 
which he represented until 1840, 
Avhou I 10 resigned Mb seat, having 
abandoned tho support of the pro¬ 
tective Corn 1 jaws, and become a 
convert to the Free Trade measures 
of Sir R, Peel. In Aug. 1847, he 
was returned as a Liberal Conser¬ 
vative for Iladdingtonsliiro, which 
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he continued to represent until his 
succession to the peerage; was a 
Lord of Lhe Treasury under tho 
Aberdeen ministry, 1852-3, retiring 
with, the reelite party in Feb. of 
that year from, the administration 
of Lord Palmerston. As Lord Elclio, 
lie took a very constrictions part in 
the Volunteer movement, and ho is 
an authority on various questions 
eonneotod with the national defence 
and armaments. IJo is Colonel of 
tho London ScotLisli Volunteers, 
and, rs Chairman of tho Council of 
the National Riflo Association, he 
frequently presided over tho Wim¬ 
bledon Rifle Mootings. Ho has 
boon a Deputy-Lieutenant of Had¬ 
dingtonshire since 184 G. He suc¬ 
ceeded to the Earldom of Wemyss 
on the death of his father, Jan. 1, 
1883. His lordship is the author of 
ff Letters on Military Organisa¬ 
tion," 1871. 

WERDER, August von, a Prus¬ 
sian general, was born Sept. 12, 
1808, and entered in 1825 as a vo¬ 
lunteer into the regiment of the 
Gordcs-du-Corps, and was on ac¬ 
count of his special qualifications 
appointed Second Lieutenant in 
the first Regiment of Infantry 
Guards. From IS33 to 1830 ho 
was ordered to the General Mili¬ 
tary Academy, in order to qualify 
himself for the post of a general 
Btalf officer. As such ho held an ap¬ 
pointment from 1838 to 1839 in the 
8th Pioneer Division, acting from 
1839 to 1810 as Instructor in the 
Corps of Cadets, and was from 1810 
to 1811 joined to the Topographical 
Bureau. After ho had in 1842 
received his promotion as First 
Lieutenant, he took part, by per¬ 
mission of the Prussian War Minis¬ 
ter, and of tho War Office of 
Russia, in the war in the Caucasus 
(1812-13), when he proved ex¬ 
tremely serviceable us an engineer 
officer, and received a wound in 
the affair at Itefar. In recognition 
of his services, he received the 
order of St. John and the Russian 
Vladimir order of the fourth class. 


In March, 1846, ho was mode cap¬ 
tain, and in March, 1851, major in 
tho 33rd Infantry Regiment. In 
1853 ho became Commandant of 
the Landwehr Battalion of the 
43rd Infantry Regiment, and in 
1856, Superior Lieutenant. In 
1857 he was transferred as Com¬ 
mander to tho 2nd regiment of 
Foot Guards ,is Commander of the 
Fusilier Battalion; in 1858 was 
intrusted with tho duty of inspec¬ 
tor of the Jugerb, and thu command 
of the Field Jnger Corps, and in 
1859 became Colonel. Some months 
later followed his nomination as a 
member of the Direction of tho 
Central Military Turn Institute in 
Borlin. In Morch, 1860, he bocamo 
a Major-General, and on June 8, 
38G6, Lieutenant-General, in which 
latter capacity he took part In the 
campaign in Bohemia in tho army 
of Prince Frederick Charles. The 
3rd Infantry Division, which he 
commanded, took an important 
part in the battles of Gitschin and 
Roniggriltz, and the services 
which it rendered won for its com¬ 
mander the order pour h me rile. 
On tlio outbreak of the Franco- 
German war, Lieutenant-General 
von Worder was attached to the 
superior command of the Third 
Army Corps of the Crown Prince 
of Prussia, and was engaged, before 
Strasburg, and also in the battles 
near Belfort. His complete defeat 
of Bourbaki's army was of enor¬ 
mous importance to the Germans, 
as was shown by the gift of a sword 
of honour specially made to him by 
thu Emperor. Since the peace. 
General von Werder has been very 
close in the Emperor's confidence. 

WEST, Hon. Sir Lionel Saokville, 
R.C.M.G., son of the 6th Earl of 
Warr, was born July 19, 1827, and 
entered the diplomatic service in 
1847, as attache to the Legation at 
Lisbon, He was appointed first 
Paid Attache at Berlin in 1853, 
and Secretary of Legation at 
Turin in 1858, was Charge d'Affaires 
from August to November, and for 
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some months during the years 1850 
and 180.3. lie was then UvuisfoiTud 
to Madrid, and in 1807 promo tod 
to be Secretary of Embassy at 
Borlin, and Minister Plenipoten¬ 
tiary at Paris during the nbsoneo 
of the Ambassador in 1808 and 
1809. From February 10 till Maxell 
12, 3871, bo was Charge des Ar¬ 
chives, and was again Minister 
Plenipotentiary from Sopt. 39 till 
Dec. (), 1871, and from August 20 
till Nov. 7, 1872. Promoted to bo 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to the Argentine 
3$epublic in Sept. 1872, ho was 
transferred to Spain in 1878, and 
to Washington in 1881. lie was 
made a IC.O.M.U. June 20, 1885. 

WESTCOTT, The Rev. Brooke Ross, 
D.D., D.C.L. Regius Professor of 
Divinity in the University of Cam¬ 
bridge, was born near Birmingham, 
in Jan 1825, and was educated at 
Trinity Collego, Cambridge, of 
which lio was successively Scholar 
and Fellow, and where lie took his 
B.A. degree in Jan. 1848, as 23rd 
Wrangler in Mathematical honours, 
and was bracketed first (with Dr. 
Scott of Westminster) in the First 
Class of the Classical Tripos, and 
was second Chancellor's Medallist. 
His university career was more 
than ordinarily distinguished, as 
he obtained the Battie University 
Scholarship in 1810$ carried olt 
Sir William Browne’s medals for 
tho Greek Ode in 1810, and again 
in tho following yearj and ob¬ 
tained the Bachelor’s Prize for 
Latin Essay in 1847, and again in 
1849, He obtained the Norrisian 
Prizo in 1850, and was ordained 
deacon and priest in tho following 
your by the Bishop of Man Chester. 
JHo wag elected Fellow of his col¬ 
lege in 1819, and proceeded M\A. 
in 1861, B.D, in 1805, and D.D. in 
1870. Dr, Westcott received from 
Oxford University tho honorary 
degree of D.C.L. in 1881, and that 
of D.D, from Edinburgh Univer¬ 
sity at its Tercentenary Commemo¬ 
ration in 3883. lie hid an Assis¬ 


tant-Mastership in Harrow School 
from 1852 to 1809, under Dr. Vaug¬ 
han and Dr. Montague Cutler. 
In 1808 ho was appointed Examin¬ 
ing Chaplain to the Bishop of Pe¬ 
terborough, and was promoted to a 
canonry of Peterborough Cathedral 
in 1809, when ho loft EIilitow. lie 
was ole clod Regius Professor of 
Divinity at Cambridge, Nov. 1, 
1870, on the retirement of Dr. 
Jeremio. Dr. Westcott was nomi¬ 
nated honorary chaplain to tho 
Queen in 1875, anti a chaplain in 
ordinary in JS79. In May, 3881, 
was published, under the title “ Tlie 
Now TobLament in Greek,” the 
result of the 28 years joint labour 
of Dih. Westcott and Holt upon 
the Greek Text $ volume 13con¬ 
taining tho introduction, was pub¬ 
lished nt a later date. On Oct. 21, 
1882, lie was elected to a fellowship 
at ICiug’s College, Cambridge. Dr, 
Webtcott resigned his residentiary 
canonry at Peterborough in May, 
3883 j ho was appointed ono of tho 
Arclihibliox) of Canterbury’s chap¬ 
lains in tho following mouth, and 
in Octobor of tho same year ho was 
nominated to tho canonry of West¬ 
minster, vacated by Canon liarry, 
Bishop Designate of Sydney, Aus¬ 
tralia. Ho was one of the Company 
for tho Revision of tho authorised 
version of the New Testament. Ilo 
sat on the late Ecclesiastical Courts 
Commission, and took a con falder¬ 
al do share in tho drawing up of the 
report. Dr. Westcott 1ms pub¬ 
lished r ‘ Commentaries upon tho 
Gospol of St. John ” (reprinted 
from tlie " Speaker's Commen¬ 
tary”), and upon tho Greek Text 
of the Epistles of St. John. " The 
Paragraph Psalter,” arranged by 
him for the use of choirs, was pub¬ 
lished in 1870. ICis thoological 
works further include " An Intro¬ 
duction to tho Study of tho Gos¬ 
pels,” "Tho History of the Canon 
of the Now Testament/* " The 
Gospol of tho Resurrection,” "The 
Bible in tho Church/* " A History 
of tho English Bible/* ,f The Histo- 
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ric Faith, being Short Lectures on 
the Apostles 1 Crood," "Tho Reve- 
lation of the Risen Lord,” u The 
Revelation of tho Father/ 1 and 
contributions to Smith's lf Dic¬ 
tionary of the Bible/ 1 etc. 

WESTLAKE, John, Q.C,, was born 
at Lostwithiel, Cornwall, Feb. 4, 
1828, and entered Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where ho graduated 
B.A. 1850, being sixth Wrangler, 
and sixth in the first-class of the 
classical tripos. He was Fellow of 
his college, 1851-60, and was 
oalled to the Bar at Lincoln's Inn, 
1854 j became Q.C. 1874, and a 
Benchor of Lincoln's Inn. In 1885 
he waB elected Liberal M.P, for 
the Romford division of Essex, but 
was defeated in 1886 when he 
stood as a Unionist. Mr. West- 
lake has published ff A Treatise on 
Private International Law } or, 
the Conflict of Laws/' 1858, 2nd 
ed., entirely re-written, 1880 ; also 
many contributions to periodicals 
and transactions. He was one of 
the founders and editors of the 
-Retntc do Droit International et de 
Legislation Compartfe, published at 
Brussels; a member of the Insti¬ 
tute of International Law, and one 
of its Vice-presidents at the Munich 
meeting, 1883 ; Foreign Secretary 
of the National Association for the 
Promotion of Social Science, and 
President of its Jurisprudence 
Department at the Birmingham 
meeting, 1884. Mr. Westlake mar¬ 
ried, in 1864, Alice, daughter of 
Thomas Hare, Esq., author of a 
" Treatise on Representation, 1 ' 
Mrs. Wesblake has boon a member 
of the London School Board sinco 
1876. 

WESTWOOD, John Obadiah, ento¬ 
mologist, son of tho late Mr. West- 
wood, of Sheffield, bom in that 
town in 1805, and eduoated at Lich¬ 
field, was appointed, in 1861, to the 
Professorship of Zoology founded at 
Oxford by the munificence of the 
late Rev. W, Hope. The Royal 
Society has awarded to him one of 
the great gold Royal Medals for his 


scientific works, and in 1860 he was 
elected to fill the place of the illus¬ 
trious Humboldt, aB a Correspond¬ 
ing Member of the Entomological 
Sooiety at Paris. He has written 
"Introduction to tho Modem Clas¬ 
sification of Insects/'" Entomolo¬ 
gist’s Text Book," published in 
1838 i " British Butterflies and 
their Transformations," in 1841; 
fr Arcana Entomologica," 11 British 
Moths and their Transformations/' 
and " Palssographia Sacra Pic- 
toria," in 1815; "Cabinetof Orien¬ 
tal Entomology," in 1848; “ Illu¬ 
minated Illustrations of the Bible/' 
in 1849, and other entomological 
works. Mr. Westwood has con¬ 
tributed to archaeological science, 
and is ono of the greatest living 
authorities on mediaeval ivories. 

WHITE, The Rev. Edward, was 
born in London May 11th, 1819, 
and educated at Mill Hill Gram¬ 
mar School and Glasgow College, 
where he gained the first honours

WHITE, Sir William Arthur, 
K.C.M.G., son of the late Arthur 
White, Esq., of the consular and 
colonial service, was born in 1824, 
and educated at King William’s 
College, Isle of Man, and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge. He entered 
the diplomatic service in 1857 as 
Clorfe to the Consulate-General at 
Warsaw j was promoted to be Consul 
at Dantzig in November, 1861, and 
represented French interests at 
Dantzig during the war between 
France and Germany in 1870 and 
1871. In 1875 he went to Servia 
as Agent and Consul-General, and 
was summoned to Constantinople 
during the Conference held there 
in December, 187G, and January, 
1877. Transferred to Bucharest 
in 1878, he was promoted to be 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to Roumania. He 
served in the same capacity at 
Constantinople during the absence 
of the Ambassador in April, 1885, 
and conducted in a most able man¬ 
ner the Conferences called for 
settlement of the Serbo-Bulgarian 
difficulty. Soon afterwards ho re¬ 
turned to Bucharest, and Sir E. 
Thornton (who had been appointed 
to succeed Lord Dufferin at Con¬ 
stantinople) came to his post; but 
in Oct, 188G, on the reopening of 
the Bulgarian question, leave of 
absence was granted to the latter, 
and Sir W. White returned as 
Ambassador ad interim. He was 
created K.C.M.G. March 16, 1885. 

WHITE, William Henry, was 
bom at Devonport, February 2, 
1845, and educated at the Royal 
School of Naval Architecture, 
South Kensington, when that insti¬ 
tution was under the direction of 
the Lords of the Council, the Ad¬ 
miralty supporting it. He gradu¬ 
ated at the head of the list of stu¬ 
dents in 1867, and received the 


highest diploma as naval archi¬ 
tect (Fellow of Royal School of 
Naval Architecture); was at once 
appointed to the Constructive De¬ 
partment at the Admiralty, where 
he remained until 1SS3, rising 
through the various grades to the 
rank of Chief Constructor. He 
was appointed Professor of Naval 
Architecture at the Royal School 
in 1870, and held that position 
there and at the Royal Naval Col¬ 
lege, concurrently with his Admi¬ 
ralty appointment, until 1881. He 
resigned his position in the Admi¬ 
ralty in March, 1883, receiving a 
special letter of thanks from the 
Lords Commissioners for past ser¬ 
vices. From 1883 to October, 1885, 
he was ougaged in the organisa¬ 
tion and direction of the shipbuild¬ 
ing department of tho Elswick 
works of Sir William Armstrong 
& Co. During that period ho de¬ 
signed and built a number of war¬ 
ships for foreign navies, with 
speeds exceeding any previously 
attained. He was invited by the 
Admiralty, in 1885, to assume the 
office of Director of Naval Con¬ 
struction, which he now holds in 
conjunction with that of Assistant 
Controller of the Navy. He is 
Vice-president of the Institution 
of Naval Architects, member of 
the Institution of Civil Engineers, 
and of the Royal United Service 
Institution, honorary member of 
tho North-East Coast Institution 
of Engineers and Shipbuilders. 
Mr. White is tho author of a 
Manual of Naval Architecture,” 
which 1ms become a standard work, 
and has been translated into Ger¬ 
man and Italian, and officially ap¬ 
proved as a text-book for tho Eng¬ 
lish, German, Italian, and other 
navies; also, of a " Treatise on 
Shipbuilding,” and of numerous 
memoirs and papers on the science 
and practice of shipbuilding, either 
published separately, or appearing 
in the Proceedings of the societies 
of which ho is a member, 
WHITMAN, Walter (commonly 
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called "Walt”), poet, was 1)0111 
at West Hills, Long Island, New 
York, May 31,1819, His education 
was obtained at the Public Schools 
of Brooklyn and New York City, 
and on leaving he first learned 
the printing trade and subsequently 
carpentry. After teaching school, 
he edited for a brief time news¬ 
papers in New Orleans, and in 
Huntington, Long Island, making, 
in the meantime, extendod pedes¬ 
trian tours through the United 
States and Canada. During the 
Civil War he volunteered as a 
nurse, and was in the hospitals in 
Virginia and Washington. Prom 
1805 to 1874 he held clerkships in 
the United States Government 
officos at Washington. Since that 
date he lia3 resided at Camden, 
New Jersey. He is the author of 
" Leaves of Grass,” 1855 ; rt Drum- 
Taps,” 1865 j " Memoranda during 
the War,” 1867; "Democratic 
Vistas,” 1870 ; " Passage to India,” 
1870j "After All, not to Greato 
Only,” 1871 j "As a Strong Bud 
on Pinions Free,” 1872; "Two 
Eivulets/' 1873 (which includes 
the previously published " Demo¬ 
cratic Vistas ” and " Passage to 
India”); and "Specimen Way 
and Collect,” 1882-83. In 1808 a 
selection of his poems was pub¬ 
lished in London. An enlarged 
edition of "Leaves of Grass,” 
appeared in Boston in 1881, but 
the place of publication was soon 
changed to Philadelphia, as the 
Massachusetts authorities objected 
to its sale in that State on the 
ground of immorality, Mr. Whit¬ 
man's most marked peculiarity is 
his deviation from the usual poetic 
forms of rhythm and metre. 

WHITNEY, Mrs. Adeline D, 
(Train), American writer, bom in 
Boston in 1825; wasmarriodto Setli 
D. ^Whitney, in 1843, and has since 
resided at Milford, Massachusetts.

WHITNEY, William Collins, 
United States Secretary of the 
Navy, was born at Conway, Massa¬ 
chusetts, July 6,1841. A.B, (Yale 
Coll.), 1863. He studied law at 
the Harvard Law School and began 
its practice in New York in 1865, 
From 1875 to 1882 he was Corpora¬ 
tion Counsel of New York, the 
only official position held by him 
until appointed, by President 
Cleveland, Secretary of the Navy, 
in March, 1885. 

WHITTIER, John Greenleaf, was 
born at Haverhill, Massachusetts, 
Dec. 17, 1807. Until the age of 
eighteen he worked on a farm and 
occasionally as a shoemaker. In 
1825 he entered a school of the 
Society of Friends, of which he is a 
member, and in 1820 went to Bos¬ 
ton as editor of a newspaper, the 
American Manufacturer , and in the 
following year became editor of 
the New England Weekly Review, 
published at Hartford, Connec¬ 
ticut; but in 1832 returned to 
Haverhill to edit the Haverhill 
Gazette, and work upon his farm. 
He remained there till 1836, being 
twice a representative in tbe 
Legislature of the State. In 1836 
he became one of the secretaries of 
the American Anti-Slavery Society, 
and soon after removed to Phila¬ 
delphia, where ho edited for four 
years the Pennsylvania JPreeman, an 
anti-slavery paper. In 184-0 he 
returned to Massachusetts, and 
settled at Amesbury, where he has 
since resided, being for some years 
corresponding editor of the National 
Era, published at Washington.

WHYMPER, Edward, artist, 
author, and traveller, second son 
of the well-known engraver and 
water-colour painter, waB born in 
London, April 27, 1810, and edu¬ 
cated at Clarendon House School, 
and under private tuition. He 
was trained as a draughtsman on 
wood, but preferring active to 
sedentary employment, undertook 
a series of journeys which even¬ 
tually changed the course of his 
life. In 1861 he ascended Mont 
Pelvoux (then roputed to be the 
highest mountain in Prance), and 
discovered from its summit another 
mountain 600 feet higher—the 
Pointe des Serins—which is the 
loftiest of the Prenoh Alps, and 
was subsequently ascended by Mr. 
Whymper in 1861. Between the 
years 1861-5, in a series of expedi¬ 
tions remarkable for boldness and 


success, he ascended one peak after 
another of mountains till then re¬ 
puted to be inaccessible. These 
expeditions culminated in the as¬ 
cent of the Matterhorn (14,780 
feet), July 14, 1865, on which 
occasion his companions, the Rev. 
Charles Hudson, Mr. Endow, and 
Lord Praneis Douglas, and ono of 
tho giiides, lost their lives. In 
1867 ho travelled in N. W. Green¬ 
land with the intention of explor¬ 
ing its fossiliferous deposits, and, 
if possible, of penetrating into its 
interior. This journey was charac¬ 
terised by Sir Roderick Murchison 
as "truly the ne plus ultra of 
British geographical adventure on 
tho part of an individual! ** No 
account of it has been published, 
although upon it Mr. Whymper 
obtained cones of magnolia, and 
the fruits of other trees, which de¬ 
monstrated the former existence of 
luxuriant vegetation in these high 
northern latitudes. This fine col¬ 
lection of fossil plants was de¬ 
scribed by Professor Ileer in the 
Transactions of the Royal Society 
in 1869, and the first set was 
secured for the British Museum, 
where a selection is now exhibited. 
In 1871 Mr. Whymper published 
an account of his Alpine journeys, 
under the title “ Scrambles amongst 
the Alps in the Years 1860-69,” 
London, 1871. In recognition of 
the value of this work, its author 
received from the King of Italy 
tho decoration of Chevalier of the 
Order of SS. Maurice and Lazarus,

WILKS, Samuel, M.D., LL.D., 
F.R.S., horn at Camberwell, June 
2,182-1, was educated at University 
College, London. He was created 
M.D. of the London University in 
1850; became a Fellow of the 
Royal College of Physicians in 
1856 ; a Fellow of the Royal 
.Society) Physician to Guy's Hos¬ 
pital and Lecturer on Medicine; 
President of the Pathological 
Socioty j and Physician to 
the Duke and Duchess of Con¬ 
naught. Dr. Wilks is the author 
of " Lee times on Pathological 
Anatomy " and " Lectures on Dis¬ 
eases of the Nervous System.”

WILLIAM, EmpBtor of Germany 
and King of Prussia, son of Frede¬ 
rick William III. and of Princess 
Louise of Mecklenburg - Strelitz, 
and brother to the late king of 
Prussia, born March 22, 1797, was 
educated as a soldier, and took port 
in the campaigns of 1813 and 1815 
against France. In 1810 he was 
appointed Governor of Pomerania, 
which post he held till the revolu¬ 
tion of 1818 broke out, when ho 
took refuge in England, He was 
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elected a member of the Consti¬ 
tuent Assembly in May, 1848, re¬ 
turned to Berlin, and took his seat 
in the Assembly, June 8, 1848, and 
was made Commander-in-Chief of 
the Prussian army acting against 
the revolutionary forces of Baden, 
in June, 1849. When the mind of 
his brother gave way, in 1858, the 
Prince was created Regent, and he 
immediately dismissed the Kreuz 
or aristocratic party, and adopted 
a liberal policy. His brother, 
Frederick William IV., dying with¬ 
out issue, J an. 2,1861, he succeeded, 
under the title of William I., to 
the crown, which he placedupon his 
own head at Kunigsbcrg, Oct. 18, 
on which occasion he emphatically 
asserted the doctrine of the "right 
divine of kings.” The course of 
policy he pursued after he became 
king disappointed the hopes that 
were formed regarding him. No 
sooner was he seated on the throne 
than he began a contest with tlio 
Chamber of Deputies, which gradu¬ 
ally became more critical, until, 
after Count- Bismarck-Schoonliau- 
sen had been appointed Prime 
Minister, in 18G2, the feud threat¬ 
ened to encl in civil war. For¬ 
tunately for him the aggressive war 
on Denmark waged by Austria and 
Prussia diverted the attention of 
hia people from home affairs for a 
time ; and, since the close of that 
war of aggression the King has 
proved by lais Ann attitude his fit¬ 
ness as a sovereign. Much againBt 
his inclination, he embarked on ft 
still more ambitious scheme, and 
prepared to obtain supremacy in 
Germany by force of arms. For 
many years military preparations 
had been made, and early in 18G6 
the scheme was ripe for execution, 
A treaty of alliance was concluded 
with Italy, an ultimatum was for¬ 
warded to the smaller States in the 
north of Germany, and an immense 
army was set in motion. War was 
declared against Austria, June 17, 
and, after a short campaign, in 
which William I. and the royal 
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princes took part, Austria was 
compelled to make a humiliating 1 
peace. The powerful effects of the 
needle gun. created quite a panic in 
the Austrian army, and her generals 
found it would be useless to prolong 
the struggle. In 1867, the King of 
Prussia became the head of the 
powerful North Gorman Confedera¬ 
tion, comprising 22 states, repre¬ 
senting a population of 29,000,000. 
The part played by KingWilliam in 
the Franco-Prussian war of 1S70-71 
has been already described in the 
memoir of Prince Bismarck, and 
therefore it will only be necessary 
to state in this place that the result 
was the complete realisation of the 
Prime Minister’s idea of united 
Germany, and that on Jan. 18,1871, 
King William of Prussia was pro¬ 
claimed German Emperor, within 
the Hall of Mirrors, in the palace 
of the French Kings at Versailles, 
in presence of the German prinoes, 
under the standards of the army 
before Paris, and surrounded by 
representatives of the different re¬ 
giments. On the 2nd of Sep. 1873, 
the magnificent Column of Victory 
in celebration of Germany’s suc¬ 
cess, was unveiled by the Emperor 
in Berlin. The meeting of the 
Emperors of Germany, Russia, and 
Austria, took place at Berlin in the 
autumn of 1872. In Oct. that year 
the Emperor William gave a deci¬ 
sion adverse to England on the 
San Juan Boundary question which 
had been submitted to his arbitra¬ 
tion by the British and American 
governments. In April, 1873, he 
visited the Czar at St, Petersburg, 
and in October of the same year he 
proceeded to Vienna on a visit to 
the Emperor of Austria. The well- 
known correspondence between the 
Emperor William and the Pope 
relative to the Roman Catholic 
Church in Prussia was published 
at Berlin, Oot. 14, 1873. In May, 
1875, the Ozar paid a visit to the 
Emperor of Germany at Berlin. 
An attempt was made to assassinate 
the Emperor William, while he was 


driving, on the afternoon of May 
11,1878, in Berlin. The crime was 
committed by a young Socialist 
tinker named Emil Hocdel, who 
came from Leipzig. He fired two 
shots from a revolver, but neither 
of them hit the Emperor, who stood 
up in his carriage and asked whe¬ 
ther they were aimed at him. The 
man was pursued; lie fired two or 
throe more shots at the crowd, but 
was captured and handed over to 
the police, to whom he said he had 
no intention of murder, but, being 
unemployed and dissatisfied with 
the social conditions of life, he had 
resolved to commit suicide. Sub¬ 
sequently the prisoner was tried 
for the offence, found guilty, and 
executed. A second attempt upon 
the life of the Emperor was made 
on June 2, 1878. His Majesty was 
driving in Outer den Linden to the 
Zoological Gardens, when two shots 
were fired at him from the window 
of a house, and he was wounded in 
several places. The Emperor re¬ 
turned immediately to the Palace, 
and the physicians who removed the 
shot reported that his Majesty was 
out of danger. The would-be as¬ 
sassin was a Hr. Nobiling, who, after 
attempting to commit suicide, was 
secured by the crowd (who entered 
the house) and removed to the hos¬ 
pital, where he afterwards died from 
the effects of the wound he had 
inflicted upon himself. The three 
Emperors met again at Skiernevicz 
Sept. 1834, and at Kremsior 1885. 
William I. marriod, June 11,1829, 
the Princess Augusta, daughter of 
Charles-Fredcrick, Grand-Duko of 
Weimar. They have two children 
—Prince Frederick-William, who 
has been already noticed in this 
work (g. v,) j and the Princess 
Louise-Max*y, born Dec. 3, 1838, 
married Sept. 20,185G, toFrederick- 
William, Grand-Duke of Baden, 
WILLIAM III. (Alexander Paul 
FrederiokLouis), King of theNetlior- 
lands. Prince of Orangc-Nossau, 
Grand Duke of Luxemburg, and 
Duke of Limbing, born Feb. 10, 
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1817, tho eldest son of tlie late 
King William II., by the Princess 
Anne Pauline, sister of the lute 
Nicholas I., Czar of Russia, suc¬ 
ceeded March 17,1849, and devoted 
himself to the development of the 
liberal institutions then recently 
granted to his country. H.R.H. 
rendered effectual aid in lightening 
the burdens of his people by re¬ 
ducing his civil list one half, and 
abrogated the concordat concluded 
with the Holy See in 1827. His 
colonial administration has been 
successful. During the Russian 
war of 185 i-G, William III. ob¬ 
served the strictest neutrality. 
He married, in 1839, the Princess 
Sophia Frederica Matilda, daughter 
of William I., king of Wurtembei’g 
(she died June 3, 1877), by whom 
he had issue Prince William Nicho¬ 
las Alexander Frederick Charles 
Henry, Prince of Orange, born 
Sopt. i, 1S33, heir-apparent to the 
throne (who died at Paris, June 11, 
1879), and Prince William Alex¬ 
ander Charles Henry Frederick, 
born Aug. 25,1851. King William 
married, secondly, at Arolsen (Wal- 
deck), on Jan. 7,1879, the Princess 
Emma Adelaide Wilhelmina The¬ 
resa (born Aug. 2 , 1858), daughter 
of Prince George Victor, of Wal- 
deck and Pyrmont, and sister of 
the Duchess of Albany. 

WILLIAM (Augustus Louis Wil¬ 
liam Maximilian Frederic), Duke of 
Brunswick - WolfeuMttel, born 
April 25, 1806, is the younger son 
of the late Duke Frederic William, 
who died in 1823, and brother of 
the ex-Duke Charles Frederic Au¬ 
gustus William. He assumed the 
reins of government April 25,1831, 
at the request of the Germanic 
Diet, upon the compulsory flight 
of his elder brother, the late duke 
of Brunswick, whose name after¬ 
wards became well known in Lon¬ 
don, Paris, and Geneva. The pre¬ 
sent duke is a field-marshal in the 
kingdom of Hanover, and a general 
of aavalry in the Prussian service. 

WILLIAMS, Charles, was born 


at Coleraine, Ireland, May 4, 1838, 
of a family originally of Worcester¬ 
shire and Penrhyn. He was edu¬ 
cated at Belfast Academy under 
Dr. Bryco, and at Greenwich under 
Dr. Goodwin, and was appointed 
leader writer and reviewer in the 
Evening Herald in 1859. Ho became 
special correspondent of the Stand¬ 
ard in Oct. 1859, and was senior 
special correspondent of that jour¬ 
nal till Jan. 1st, 1870, when he ac¬ 
cepted the editorship of the Even¬ 
ing Standard , "but he resigned in 
1872 to resume his old post. He 
retired from the Standard in 1S74, 
in consequence of a change of 
management. Mr. Williams saw 
some service while young in South 
and Central America, and he ac¬ 
companied the head quarters of the 
army of the Loire at the beginning 
of the second phase of the Franco- 
German war, and was one of the 
first two correspondents in Stras- 
burg after the fall of that city in 
1870. In 1877 he went to Armenia 
as correspondent on the staff of 
Ghazi Moukhtar Tacha, and pub¬ 
lished an account of his experience 
in a work entitled " The Armenian 
Campaign : a Diary of the Cam¬ 
paign of 1877 in Armenia'and Kurd¬ 
istan," Lond., 1878. He served 
afterwards in the ranks of special 
correspondents at the defonce, by 
Moukhtar Pacha, of the lines of 
Constantinople, and was with the 
head quarters of General Skobeleff 
at the moment when the Treaty of 
San Stefano was signed. He sub¬ 
sequently went through the task 
of recording the phases of the 
Berlin Congress, and in Nov. 1878, 
proceeded to Afghanistan, where 
ho visited Candahar, and wrote 
some "Notes on Frontier Transport 
in India." He accompanied the 
Soudan expedition, and attracted 
some attention by an attack on 
Sir Charles Wilson for his conduct 
of the force told off to advance 
upon Khartoum. Among his other 
works are a short treatise on 
"England's Defences/’ and some 
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reprints on ecclesiastical questions, 
"besides articles and stories in 
Temple Bar, and other periodicals. 
He was for a time the managing 
editor of the Eveiling News, 

WILLIAMS, Samuel Wells, 
LL.D., bom at Utica, Now York, 
Sept. 22, 1S12, was educated al 
the Rensselaer Institute, Troy, 
learned printing, and in 1833 pro¬ 
ceeded to China as a printer for the 
Missionary Board at Canton, and 
aided in editing The Chinese Repost 
tonj. In 1811 lie published “Easy 
Lessons in Chineses” in 18-13, an 
" English and Chino&o Vocabu¬ 
lary j” in 1844, a “Chinese Com¬ 
mercial Guido.” He returned to 
the United States in 1815, and 
published“ The Middle Kingdom,” 
1813. Returning to China, he 
became editor of The Qh inese Reposi¬ 
tory; in 1853-1 he was interpreter 
to Commodore Perry's Japan 
Expedition ,* and in 1855 was secre¬ 
tary and interpreter to the U.S. 
legation. In 1856 he published 
" Ying Wii piu Wan, Ti titl’n; a 
Tonic Dictionary of tlio Chineso 
Language in the Canton Dialect; *' 
and in 1874 a " Syllabic Dictionary 
of the Chinese Language.” His 
later books are a pamphlet on 
“ Chinese Immigration,” 1879, and 
“ False Gods, or the Idol Worship 
of the World,” 1881, prepared 
jointly hy F. S. Dobbins and Dr. 
Williams. In 1838 he assisted Mr, 
W. B. Reed, the American Envoy, 
in the negotiations at Tientsin, and 
in 1859 went with Mr. Ward to 
Peking to exchange the ratifica¬ 
tions. In I860 he returned to the 
United States, and spent nearly 
two years there; then went to 
China as Secretary of Legation, 
and rendered great service in the 
negotiations between the Western 
Powers and China. Since 1876 he 
has been connected with Yale Col¬ 
lege, and since 1881 has been Pre¬ 
sident of the New York Bible 
Society. 

WILLIAMS, The Right Rev. James 
William, D.D., Bishop of Quebec, 


son of the late Mr. Williams, of 
Overton, bom in Hampshire, in 
1825, was educated at Orowkerne 
school and at Pembroke College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A., 
taking classical honours in 1851, 
and proceeded M.A. and D.D. 
Having been ordained, he held 
cuiMoies in Bucks and Somerset, 
and went to Canada in 1857, to 
organize a school in connection, 
with Bishop's College, Lonnoxville, 
in which ho hold the post of Clas¬ 
sical Professor. In 18G3 he was 
consecrated fourth bishop of Que¬ 
bec. 

WILLIAMSON, Alexander Wil¬ 
liam, Ph.D., F.R.S., LL.D., Dublin 
and Edinburgh, bom May 1,1824, 
was educated chiefly in his father's 
house, by masters in London, 
Paris, and Dijon j and for a very 
short time at Kensington Gram¬ 
mar School, and at foreign schools. 
From the age of seventeen he 
studied in the Universities of 
Heidelberg 1 and Giessen, under 
Gmelin and Liebig. At Giessen 
he published his first chemical 
researches. He afterwards spent 
three years in Paris studying the 
higher mathematics. While in Paris 
he was in frequent intercourse with 
several of the loading French che¬ 
mists. In 1819 ho was appointed 
Professor of Practical Chemistry in 
University College, London j and 
in 1833, on the retirement of Pro¬ 
fessor Graham from the chair of 
Chemistry in the same college, in 
consequence of his appointment as 
Master of the Mint, Dr. Williamson 
was chosen to succeed him in that 
office, while still retaining the chair 
of Practical Chemistry. Ho still 
retains both chairs. Soon after 
his first appointment at University 
College, Prof essor Williamson pub¬ 
lished his researches on “Etherifi¬ 
cation and tho Constitution of 
Salts.” The result of these re¬ 
searches had a considerable influ¬ 
ence on tho theories of chemical 
action, and thoy have been since 
adopted by the chief English 
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and foreign chemists. For these 
important and successful labours 
the Royal Medal of the Royal 
Society was awarded to the emi¬ 
nent investigator in 1802. He 
has twice been President of the 
Chemical Society. In 1873 he was 
elected President of the British 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, the annual meeting being 
held at Bradford. The samo year 
he was elected Foreign Secretary of 
the Royal Socioty, a Corresponding 
Member of the French Academy, 
and a Fellow of the Berlin Chemi¬ 
cal Society. In 1874 he was elected 
Treasurer of the British Associa¬ 
tion, on the retirement of Mr, Spot- 
tiswoode. In Nov., 1875, the Royal 
Academy of Science at Berlin 
elected him a corresponding mem¬ 
ber of the Section of Physics and 
Mathematics. He was appointed 
member of the Senate of the Uni¬ 
versity of London, on a vacancy 
being caused by the death of Dr. 
Neil Arnott. In April, 1S70, he 
was appointed Chief Gas Examiner 
to the City of London, in the place 
of the late Dr. Letheby. The 
University of Dublin conferred on 
him the honorary degroe of LL.D. 
in 1878. The University of Edin¬ 
burgh conferred on him the degree 
of LL.D. since. Professor William¬ 
son took an active part in pro¬ 
moting the establishment of de¬ 
grees of science at the University 
of London; and for some years held, 
conjointly with the late Professor 
Win, Allen Miller, tho office of 
Examiner in Chemistry, He has 
written “"Chemistry for Students 3 ’ 
(Clarendon Press series) j various 
papers on " Etherification"The 
Development of Difference the Basis 
of Unity,” being the inaugural lec¬ 
ture to the Faculty of Arts at Uni¬ 
versity College on his appointment 
there in 1849; “On the Atomic 
Theory; 33 "The Composition of the 
Oases evolved by the Bath Spring 
called King's Bath” (see British 
Association Proceedings, 1865); a 
paper " On a New Method of Gas 


Analysis,” jointly with W. J. Rus¬ 
sell, Ph.D.; "On the Unit Volume 
of Gases;" " On the Classification 
of tho elements in relation to their 
Atomicities/ 3 a Friday evening lec¬ 
ture given at the Royal Institution, 
April 29, 1804. "Experimental 
Science the Basis of General Edu¬ 
cation/ 3 a lecture given at Univer¬ 
sity College; "A Plea for Pure 
Science/ 3 being the inaugural lec¬ 
ture at the opening of the Faonlty 
of Science; " Address to the British 
Association/ 3 at Bradford, 1873. 
He married in 1855 the third 
daughter of Professor T, Hewitt 
Key, F.R.S., of University College. 
He is also a corresponding member 
of the Keale Academia doi Lincei 
in Roma, and of the Royal Society 
of Science at Gottingen. Dr. 
Williamson has lately taken an 
active part in promoting the forma¬ 
tion of a Teaching University in 
London. 

WILLS, William Gorman, horn 
in 1828 , in co. Kilkenny, Ireland, 
kept all his terms at Trinity Col¬ 
lege, Dublin, but did not graduate. 
He studied at an early age at the 
Royal Irish Academy as an art stu¬ 
dent, and had some success, chiefly 
as a portrait painter, in Dublin and 
London, Mr. Wills is chiefly 
known as a dramatist, his prin¬ 
cipal plays being " The Man 
o 3 Audio/ 3 produced at the Prin¬ 
cess's Theatre in 1866; " Bunko, 33 
produced at the Queen 3 s Theatre, 
Sent. 0,1871; " Charles the First/ 3 
an historical drama,which was pro¬ 
duced at the Lyceum, Sept. 28,1872, 
ran for 200 nights independently 
of revivals, and established the 
reputation of Mr. Henry Irving 
as a tragedian; "Eugene Aram/ 3 
brought out with great success at 
the same theatre, April 10, 1873 ; 
and " Mary Queen o 3 Soots: or, tho 
Catholic Queen and the Protestant 
Reformer/ 3 an historical play in five 
acts, brought out at the Princess's, 
Feb. 23, 1874. In^ the printed 
copies the last-mentioned play is 
entitled " Marie Stuart” His his* 
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torioal drama of “ Buckingham” 
was brought out at the Olympic 
Nov. 29, 1875. About this period 
Mr. Wills resumed the practice of 
liis other art, portrait-painting, 
having had a largo number of 
sitters, and among them the Prin¬ 
cess Louise and the infant Princess 
Victoria. Among Mr. Wills’s more 
recent contributions to dramatic 
literature is “ Jane Shore," an his¬ 
torical drama, produced in Oct. 
187(5, at the Princess’s Theatre, 
where it ran for five consecutive 
months. It was then played in the 
provinces till Dec., 1877, when it 
was again reproduced at the Prin¬ 
cess’s with even greater success 
than on its first production. “ Eng¬ 
land in the Days of Charles II." 
was produced at Drurv Lane in 
Sept., 1877; a Ninon, at the 
Adelphi, which ran for more than 
three months. It was followed by 
“Olivia,” n play in four acts, 
founded on a leading incident in 
the “ Vicar of Wakefield,” and 
brought out at the Court Theatre 
March 30, 1878, which had a bril¬ 
liant success, and was revived by 
Mr. Irving, at the Lyceum, with 
still greater iclai. “ Nell Uwynne,” 
a play in four acts, performed at 
the Royalty Theatre, 1878; and 
“Vanderdecken ” (Lyceum, June 8, 
1873), a poetical drama written by 
Mr. Wills, in conjunction -with 
Mr. Percy Fitzgerald, and based on 
the legend of the Flying Dutchman. 
His play “William and Susan, 3 ’ 
founded on Douglas Jorrold’a nau¬ 
tical drama “Black-eyed Susan,” 
was played at the St. James’s 
Theatre, Oct. 0, 1880; “Juana.” at 
the Court Theatre, in which 
Modj osca took the leading r6le ; and 
“ Sedgemoor,” a play in four acts, 
by Mr. W t G. Wills and Mr. Free¬ 
man C. Wills, was produced at 
Sadler’s Wells, in Aug., 1881; 
“ Claudian,” atthe Princess’s, writ¬ 
ten upon a plot supplied to him and 
played very successfully hy Mr. Wil- 
son Barrett; and, on Dec. 19, 1885, 
at the Lyceum, a free adaptation 


and re-arrangement of the first 
part of “ Faust,” containing several 
original scenes—Mr. Irving playing 
“ Mephistopheles ” and Mis9 Terry 
“Marguerite.” Mr. Wills has 
also written several novels, the 
host known being “ The Wife’s Evi¬ 
dence ” and “ Notice to Quit,” both 
of which have boon republished in 
America. 

WILSON, Sir Charles Rivers, 
K.C.M.G., C.B., was born in Lon¬ 
don, Feb. 19, 1831, and educated at 
Eton and Balliol College, Oxford 
Ho was appointed Clerk in the 
Treasury in Feb. 1S3G; was Private 
Secretary consecutively to Mr, 
James Wilson and Mr. George 
Alexander Hamilton, Secretaries 
of the Treasury; Acting Private 
Secretary to Mr. Disraeli, when 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, from 
Aug. 1867 to Feb. 1868; Private 
Secretary to Mr. Lowe, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, from Dec. 1868, 
to April, 1873 j and was appointed 
Comptroller-General of the Na¬ 
tional Debt Office in April, 1873. 
Mr. Wilson represented (with the 
late Professor Graham) Her Ma¬ 
jesty’s Government at the Inter¬ 
national Coinage Commission in 
1867, and acted as Secretary to 
the Royal Commission appointed 
to examine the question of an 
International Coinage in 1868. 
On the return of Mr, Cave to 
England from his Financial Mis¬ 
sion to Egypt, Mr. Rivers Wilson, 
at tho request of the Khedive, 
went to Egypt in March, 1876, 
with the view of his acceptance of 
a financial post in that country; 
but after the issue of the decree of 
May 7,1870, hy which an arbitrary 
readjustment of the Public Debt of 
Egypt was proposed, ho returned to 
England, and resumed liis post at 
the National Debt Office. On July 
20, 1870, ho was appointed one of 
the British Government Adminis¬ 
trators of the Suez Canal Company; 
on Jan. 22,1877, he was appointed 
a Royal Commissioner for the Paris 
Exhibition of 1878; on MArcb 3<V 
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1878, he was appointed Vice-Presi¬ 
dent, and in the absence of M. de 
Lesseps acted as President, of an 
International Commission of In- 
quii'yj instituted by the Khedive, 
at the instigation of tho foreign 
governments, to examine the re¬ 
sources of Egypt, and propose mea¬ 
sures for remedying tho financial 
disorder in that country. The Re¬ 
port of the Commission, Aug. 19, 
1878, traced the whole of the mis¬ 
chief to the system of personal 
administration by the Viceroy, and 
proposed that His Highness should 
surrender his estates and those of 
his family to make good the deficit 
in the revenue, and pay the large 
floating debt of the country. The 
immediate consequence of the pre¬ 
sentation of their Report was an 
acceptation by the Khedive of all 
its conclusions, and a formal an¬ 
nouncement to Mr. Rivers Wilson of 
the determination of His Highness 
to abandon his actual system of 
government for one moro in con¬ 
formity with European experience, 
and to govern in future by means 
of a responsible ministry. Tho 
formation of the new cabinet was 
entrusted to Nubar Pasha, who 
offered to Mr. Rivers Wilson the 
post of Finance Minister. With the 
consent of Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment, Mr. Rivers Wilson accepted 
this position (Sept. 1878) until Jan. 
1,1881, when he would have been 
at liberty to return to his office of 
Comptroller-General of the Na¬ 
tional Debt Office. In April, 1879, 
however, the Khedive struck the 
blow he had long been meditating. 
He dismissed Mr. Rivers Wilson 
and M. de Bligni^res; and soon 
afterwards Mr. Rivers Wilson was 
recnllod by the English Govern¬ 
ment in order to resume his duties 
at the National Debt Office. He 
was created a K.C.M.G. in Jan. 
1880. On April 5 in that year the 
new Khedive, Tewfik Pasha, signed 
a decree appointing Sir Rivers 
Wilson President of the Inter¬ 
national Commission of Liquida¬ 


tion. In Oct. 1880 he received the 
royal licence and authority to 
accept and wear tho insignia of 
the First Class of the Turkish 
Order of the Medjidieh. In July, 
1883, Sir Rivers Wilson went to 
Paris to confer with M. de Lesseps 
respecting the Suez Canal Conven¬ 
tion. 

WILSON, Sir Charles William, 
K.C.B., K.C.M.G., a colonel in the 
Royal Engineers, and a Brigadier- 
General in the Bombay army, was 
bom in March, 1836, and entered 
the Royal Engineers in 1865. After 
passing through the usual grades, 
he became colonel in 1883. Before 
that date, however, he had gained 
distinction of a special kind, first 
by his work in connection with 
the Palestine exploration fund, 
then as Director of the Survey of 
Ii’oland, and then as one of the 
Consuls-General appointed in pur¬ 
suance of the Anglo-Turkish Con¬ 
vention in Asia Minor, a post 
which he held from 1879 to 1S82. 
He served in the Egyptian Ex¬ 
pedition of 1882, and obtained a 
medal and a bronze star. When 
tho Soudan Expedition was sent 
out. Sir Charles Wilson was ap¬ 
pointed Chief of the Intelligence 
Department. He was present at 
the actions of Abu Klea and 
Gubat, and when Sir Herbert 
Stewart received his fatal wound, 
the command of the Desert Column 
devolved upon Sir Charles Wilson. 
He led the advance to the Nile, 
fought the action at Metammch, 
and commanded the force in its 
attempt to reach Khartoum and 
to rescue General Gordon j the 
story of which he has told in 
his book “From Korti to Khar¬ 
toum.” In 1885 he was made a 
K.C.B., and is now Director- 
General of the Ordnance Survey of 
England. 

WILSON, Daniel, LL.D„ 
F.R.S.E., President of Dm versify 
College, Toronto, Canada, was born 
at Edinburgh, in 1816, and is an 
elder brother of Professor George 
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Wilson, the eminent chemist. Ho 
was educated at the University of 
Edinburgh. In 1847 he published 
“Memorials of Edinburgh in the 
Olden Time,” 2 vols., -lto., illus¬ 
trated from his oaab drawings. In 
1848 ho published " Oliver Crom¬ 
well and the Protectorate.” In 
1851 appeared his great work, 
“ The Archaoology and Prehistoric 
Annals of Scotland,” with about 
200 illustrations drawn by himself. 
This work, thoroughly revised and 
greatly enlarged by him, was pub¬ 
lished in 2 vols.j 8vo, in 1808. In 
1SG3 he issued his "Prehistoric 
Man.* Researches into the Origin 
of Civilization in the Old and the 
New World,” 2 vols., and in 1865 
and 1876 enlarged editions of the 
same work. His latest works are 
“ Chatter ton t a biographical 
Study,” 3809; “Caliban; or, the 
Missing Link,” 1878- “Spring 
Wild Elowei's,” 1873; ft reprint, 
with additions,of an earlier volume 
of poems bearing the same title ; 
“ Eeminisconces of Old Edin¬ 
burgh/ 1 1873; and "Anthropology,” 
1885. He had been Secretary to 
the Society of Antiquaries in Scot¬ 
land, and a Pellow of that Society, 
when in 1853 he was appointed 
Professor of History and English 
Literature in the University of 
Toronto; and in 1881 succeeded 
Dr. McCaul in the Presidency of 
the College. The growth and pros¬ 
perity of the Univei’sity is largely 
due to his efforts. He was for four 
years editor of the Journal of the 
Canadian Institute, and in 1859 
and 1860 was President of the 
Institute. In 1882, he was named 
by His Excellency the Marquis of 
Lome a Vice-President of the 
Literature Section of the Royal 
Society of Canada. 

WILSON, The Eev. Henry 
Bristow, B.D., son of the late Eev. 
H. B. Wilson, D.D., many years 
Hector of St. Mary Aldermary, in 
the City of London, born in 1803, 
was educated at Merchant Taylors* 
School, and at St. John’s College, 


Oxford, of which ho became a 
Eellow and Tutor. Ho graduated 
B.A. in high classical honours in 
1825, and was one of the four resi¬ 
dent Tutors, who, in 1841, issued a 
joint protest and remonstrance to 
the editor of "Tracts for the 
Times,” on account of their ten¬ 
dency to admit Koman doctrino in 
the interpretation of the Thirty- 
nine Articles. The Eov. H. B. 
Wilson was appointed successively 
by the University a Select Preacher, 
Public Examiner, Professor of 
Anglo-Saxon, and Bampton Lec¬ 
turer in 1851. Ho was preferred 
by his college, in 1850, to the Vicar¬ 
age of Great Staugliton, Hants, 
where lie has since resided. Ho 
has written several sermons and 
pamphlets on Church and Uni¬ 
versity questions, an essay on 
" Schemes of Christian Compre¬ 
hension/ 5 in the " Oxford Essays,” 
published in 1857, and the "Na¬ 
tional Church,” in "Essays and 
Eeviews.” In 1862 ho Avas sen¬ 
tenced by the Judge of the Court 
of Arches to be suspended for one 
year from his benefice, on account 
of certain alleged errors contained 
in his contribution to the last- 
named publication. This sentence 
was reversed on appeal to the Privy 
Council. Mr. Wilson published 
the argument delivered by him as 
" A Speech before the Judicial 
Committee of Her Majesty’s Privy 
Council in Wilson v . Eendall, 
1863. 

WILSON, The Rev. J. Iff., Head 
Master of Clifton College, was born 
in 1836. His father, the Eev. E. 
Wilson, Avho was a double first- 
class at Cambridge in 1825, and a 
Eellow of St, John's, Avas for many 
years Vicar of Nocton, Lincoln, 
and honorary Canon of Lincoln. 
Mr. Wilson was educatod at King 
William's College, Isle of Man, 
and at Scdbergh Grammar School, 
and wont up to St. John's College, 
Cambridge, in 1856, He was 
bracketed for the 2nd Bell Scholar¬ 
ship in 1856, with Henry Sidgwick, 
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who was afterwords Senior Classic. 
Ho took his degree in 1859, os 
Senior Wrangler. He was ap¬ 
pointed "by Dr. Temple to the post 
of Natural Science Master at 
Rugby, and in that capacity, and 
subsequently as Senior Mathe¬ 
matical Master, he worked at Rugby 
for twenty years. During those 
years he was an occasional con¬ 
tributor to the Geological and 
Astronomical Societies' journals, 
and founded the Temple Observa¬ 
tory at Rugby. His chief astro¬ 
nomical work is one in which he 
was associated with two other 
amateurs, the “ Handbook of Dou¬ 
ble Stars.” In 1879 he was offered 
tho Headmastership of Clifton 
College, vacant by the resig¬ 
nation of Dr. Porcival. Since that 
time he has been more before tho 
world as the Hoad Master of a 
large and very active school, and 
as a preacher and writer, than as 
a scientific man. A volume of his 
school sermons has been published 
by Maomillau, aud many minor 
lectures and papers and essays, 
which have not yot been collected 
into a volume. Ho is understood 
to have takcu much interest in 
Bristol, in its religious and phi¬ 
lanthropic aud educational work. 
He is Chaplain to tho present 
Bishop of London. 

WINCHESTER, Bishop of. See 
Brownk, Dr. 

WINDHORST, Ludwig, the Par¬ 
liamentary leader of the Catholic 
party in Prussia, was born Jan. 17, 
1812, He attended the Caro- 
linum” in Osnabriick, and con¬ 
tinued his studies at Gottingen 
and Heidelberg. Ho became an 
advocate, and then syndic and pre¬ 
siding member of the Consistory 
at Osnabriick j afterwards, rr Obor- 
Appellationsrath ” in Kalbe j from 
1893 to 1863 he was Minister of 
Justice at Hanover j and finally, he 
was nominated Chief Syndic of the 
Crown in Kalbe. Prom 1849 to 
18G0, he was a member of the As¬ 
sembly of the Estates of the Realm, 


I and in 1831 President of tho Second 
Chamber of the same. He became 
a member of the Constituent and 
the regular Reichstag j and since 
18G7 ho has been a member of the 
Prussian House of Deputies, always 
boldly upholding the Catholic canso 
in Germany, in spite of the stern 
opposition of Prince Bismarck, 
WINMARLEIGH (Lord), The 
Right Hon, John Wilson-Patten, is 
the eldest son of the late Thomas 
Wilson-Patten, Esq., of Bank Hall, 
M.P., who assumed the additional 
surname of Wilson on succeeding 
to the estates of Dr, Wilson, Bishop 
of Sodor and Man. He was born 
in 1802, and received his education 
at Eton, together with the late 
Earls of Derby and Carlisle, Lord 
Halifax, the Right Hon. Spencer 
Walpole, and others who have taken 
a prominent part in public affairs. 
From Eton he proceeded to Mag¬ 
dalen College, Oxford, and on 
leaving the University he spent 
three years on the Continent, visit¬ 
ing most of the countries of Europe. 
In 1830 ho was elaoted without op¬ 
position one of the Knights of the 
Shire in tho Conservative interest, 
for the whole county of Lancaster, 
as the colleague of Lord Stanley, 
afterwards thirteenth Earl of 
Derby. He voted for the second 
reading of the Reform Bill in 1831, 
but not having been able to pledge 
himself to all its details he retired 
at the general election of that year, 
However, he was re-elected in 1832 
for the Northern Division of the 
county (comprising the present 
Northern and North-Eastern Divi¬ 
sions) os the colleague of the late 
Earl of Derby (the fourteenth Earl). 
He continued to be one of tho re¬ 
presentatives of the old Northern 
Division of Lancashire without op- 
osition till 1868 j on the county 
eing again sub-divided he was 
elected for the present Northern 
Division and remained one of its 
representatives till 1874, when he 
was called to tho House of Peers. 
Thus for forty-two years Colonel 
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Wilson-Pat ten represented North 
Lancashire in the Houso of Com¬ 
mons, where he acquired great 
popularity and a high reputation 
for skill in debate. While in the 
Lower House he filled the offices 
of Chairman of Committees of the 
whole House, from Nov. 1852, till 
April, 1853 ; Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster from June, 
1867, to Sept. 1868 j and Chief 
Secretary of Ireland from the last 
date to December following. The 
servicos rendered by him to the 
Conservative party were rewarded 
by his elevation to the peerage in 
starch, 1874, when, on the recom¬ 
mendation of Mr. Disraeli, he was 
created Baron Winmarleigk. Prom 
1842 to 1S72 he was Colonel of the 
3rd Royal Lancashire Militia, and 
he continues to be its honorary 
Colonel. He accompanied the regi¬ 
ment to Gibraltar at the time of 
the Crimean War, and on his return 
to England he was appointed one 
of Her Majesty’s Aides-de-Camp. 
His Lordship lias acted as Vice- 
Lioutenunt of Lancashire in the 
absence of the Lord Lieutenant, 
and he has taken an active interest 
in most of the agricultural, com¬ 
mercial, and manufacturing ques¬ 
tions which have been brought for¬ 
ward in the present half century. 

WOLFF, Sir Henry Drummond, 
K.C.B., G.C.M.G., M.P., is the 
eldest son of that eminent mis¬ 
sionary and traveller the late Rev, 
Dr. Joseph Wolff, vicar of Isle- 
Brewers, Somersetshire, by Lady 
Georgiana Mary Walpole, daughter 
of Horatio, second Earl of Orford, 
of the present creation. He was ' 
born at Malta, Oct. 12, 1830, and 
was educated at Rugby under Dr. 
Tait, and on the Continent; he 
entered the Foreign Office in 1840, 
and-was made a permanent clerk 
in 1849. He was an Attache at 
Florence in 1852-58, during part of 
which time he was Acting C7 wrgd 
d’Afiaires, In July, 1856, he was 
attached to the late Earl of West¬ 
moreland’s special mission to Bel¬ 


gium. In 1858 he was appointee 
Assistant Private Secretary to the 
Earl of Malm esbury,and afterwords 
to Sir Edward Bulwer Lytton, and 
the following year was promoted tc 
an assistant clerkship in the Fo¬ 
reign Office. In the same year he 
was appointed a Companion of the 
Order of St. Michael and St. George 
and also Secretary to the Lord 
High Commissioner of the Ionian 
Islands. In that and the two fol¬ 
lowing years he sat as a member of 
several commissions of inquiry into 
the civil administration, taxation, 
and education of the Ionian Is¬ 
lands and their inhabitants, and 
in 1862 was a commissioner to re¬ 
present the interests of those is¬ 
lands at the Great Exhibition of 
that year. He was nominated a 
K.C.M.G. in 1862, and retired 
on a pension in June, 18G4, on the 
cessation of the British Protec¬ 
torate over the Ionian Islands. In 
1874 he was elected M.P. for Christ¬ 
church in the Conservative interest. 
He was a member of the Royal 
Commission on Copyright. In 1S7S 
he was appointed Her Majesty’s 
Commissioner in Eastern Roumelia 
to represent Great Britain in the 
preparation of on autonomous con¬ 
stitution for that province. For this 
service he was appointed a K.C.B., 
having previously been in succes- 
sionC.M.G.,K.C.M.G.,andG.C.M.G. 
At the election of 1880 he was 
elected M.P. for Portsmouth, As 
such he was one of the active group 
known as the Fourth Party. In 
June, 1865, he was sworn a Privy 
Councillor, and in the August fol- 
1 lowing appointed Envoy Extraordi¬ 
nary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
1 to the Sultan of Turkey, on a special 
mission with particular reference 
to tho affairs of Egypt, and High 
Commissioner in Egypt on Nov. 2. 
He is J.P. for Hampshire and Mid¬ 
dlesex, and a Fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Society and tho Royal 
j Colonial Institute} is the author of 
t a work on “ The Residence of the 
I First Napoleon at Elba,” of atrans- 
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lation of a work by M. do Lessepa, 
011 " The Suez Canal/' and of the 
'• Letters of Memnon," onthosame 
subject, of " The Mother Country 
and the Colonies/' and other pamph¬ 
lets and articles. He married the 
only daughter of the late Mr. Sholto 
Douglas. 

WOLSELEY (Viscount), General 
Sir Garnet Joseph, K.P., G.C.B., 
G.C.M.G., son of Major G. J. Wolse¬ 
ley, of the 25th Regiment of Foot, 
was horn at Golden Bridge House, 
near Dublin, June 4,1833, and was 
educated at a private school and 
under tutors. He entered the army 
as Ensign in March, 1852 j became 
a Captain in Jan. 1855 j Major of 
the 00th Foot in March, 1858; 
Lieut.-Col. in the army in April, 
1859 j and Colonel in June, 18G5. 
He served with the 80th Foot in 
the Burmese War of 1852-53, where 
he was severely wounded, and for 
which he received a medal. After¬ 
wards he achieved distinction in 
the Crimea, where ho served with 
the 90th Light Infantry. At the 
siege of Sebastopol he was severely 
wounded, after which he received 
the Legion of Honour, and the fifth 
class of the Turkish Order of the 
Modjidie. He was also at tho siege 
and capture of Lucknow, and the 
defence of Alumbagh, when he was 
made brovet Lieut.-Col. and men¬ 
tioned with commendation in dis¬ 
patches. In 1860 he served on tho 
staff of the Quartermaster-General j 
throughout the Chinese campaign, 
for which ho received a medal and 
two clasps. Ho was appointed 
Deputy Quartermaster-General in 
Canada in Oct. 18G7, and com¬ 
manded the expedition to the Red 
River; was nominated a Knight 
Commander of the Order of SS. 
Michael and George in 1870 j and 
was assistant Adjutant-General at 
head-quarters in 1871. He was ap¬ 
pointed in Aug. 1873, to command 
the troops on the Gold Coast during 
the Ashantee War, with the local 
rank of Major-General. On Sept. 
12,1873, he and his staff embarked 


at Liverpool for the West Coast of 
Africa* Arriving there in advance 
of his troops, he commenced his 
inland march in the last days of 
1873, and Capt. Glover in tho East, 
and other officers in the West, were 
i commissioned to raise native levies 
with which they wore to effect a 
diversion as all the separate forces 
converged on tho capital. The 
Fantecs,with few exceptions .proved 
utterly worthless as auxiliaries, 
and there was great difficulty in 
retaining the bearers and camp 
followers, whose services were 
indispensable to tho army. The 
resistance offered by the enemy, 
though it was resolute and ob¬ 
stinate, was overcome without the 
occurrence of any serious check. 
After several skirmishes the Asli- 
antees made a final stand in the 
neighbourhood of the capital; and, 
after defeating tho enemy. Sir 
Garnet Wolseley, on Feb. 5, en¬ 
tered Coomassic, and received the 
submission of tho King, who agreed 
to appoint Commissioners to con¬ 
clude a treaty. After a stay of 
three or four days Sir Garnet 
Wolseley thought it prudent to be¬ 
gin his return march, and he halted 
at Adfimsi to await tho Ashantee 
agents. The King's fidelity to his 
engagements was confirmed by the 
arrival of Captain Glover with hie 
contingents on the north of Coo- 
massie, though he had not yet been 
able to open communications with 
the General-in-Chief. Capt. Glover 
afterwords marched through the 
capital to the coast without opposi¬ 
tion j and the European troops 
were re-embarked in accordance 
with the original plan, before the 
commencement of the unhealthy 
season. The success of the expedi¬ 
tion justified the confidence which 
had been reposed in tho Com- 
mander-in-Cbicf. On his return to 
England Sir Garnet Wolseley re¬ 
ceived tho thanks of Parliament 
and a grant of .£26,000 for his 
"courage, energy, and persever¬ 
ance/' in the conduct of the Ash- 
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nntee War ; was created a K.C.B.; 
Rnd was presentod witli the free¬ 
dom of the City of London and a 
splendid sword of the value of 100 
guineas, Oct. 22, 1871. He was 
appointed to command the auxi¬ 
liary forces in April, 1871. At the 
commencement of the following 
j cai' lie was dispatched to Natal to 
administer the government of that 
colony and to advise upon several 
important points connected with 
the management of native affairs 
and the "best form of defensive or¬ 
ganization. On Oct. 2, 1875, he 
landedat Portsmouth, accompanied 
"by his staff, on his return from the 
Capo of Good Hope. Ho remained 
in command of the auxiliary forces 
till Nov. 1870, when ho was nomi¬ 
nated a member of the Council of 
India. On July 12, 1S78, he was 
appointed the Administrator of 
the Island of Cyprus, under the 
style of Her Majesty’s High Com¬ 
missioner and Commander-in-Chief 
in the same island. In June, 1879, 
he was sent io South Africa, as 
Governor and High Commissioner 
of Natal and the Transvaal, to 
reorganize the affairs of Zululnnd, 
and on that occasion conducted the 
operations against Secoeni, whose 
stronghold he destroyed. Return¬ 
ing in May, 1880, he was appointed 
Quartermaster-Goneral at the head¬ 
quarters of the army, and in April, 
1882, succeeded Sir Charles Ellice 
as Adjutant-General of the army. 
He was Conunaudor-in-Chiof of 
the Expeditionaiy Eorce sent to 
Egypt in 1882 ; received the thanks 
of Parliament; and was gazetted 
(Nov. 20) Baron Wolseley of Cairo, 
and of Wolseley, in the county of 
Stafford. Eor his services in Egypt, 
he received from the Khedive, 
Tewflk Pasha, the grand cordon of 
the Osmanieli. He was also pro¬ 
moted to the rank of General in 
1882. On the 12th of May, 1888, 
he was appointed to the Hon. 
Colonelcy of the 23rd Middlesex 
Y.B. (now the 2nd V.B. Royal 
Fusiliers), in succession to Sir 


Charles Russell, V.U., deceased. 
He was made D.C.L. of Oxford, 
and LL.D. of Cambridge. In June, 
1883, tlie University of Dublin 
conferred upon him the honorary 
degree of LL.D. In 1884-8G ho 
was Commander-in-Chief in Egypt, 
and conducted tlio operations 
undertaken for the relief of 
Khartoum, for which services ho 
received tlie thanks of both Housed 
of Parliament, was made K.P., and 
raided to the dignity of Viscount 
Wolseley, of Wolseley, in the 
county of Stafford. He is now 
Adjutant-General to the Forces. 
Lord Wolseley is the author of 
“ Narrative of tho War with China 
in 1860, to which is added tho 
Account of a Short Residence with 
the Tai-Ping Rebels at Nankin, 
and a Voyage from thence to 
Hankon,” 18G2 ; "The Soldier’s 
Pocket Book for Field Service/’ 
1860, 2nd edit. 1871; now edit. 
1882; #r The System of Field 
Manoeuvres best adapted for enab¬ 
ling our Troops to meet a Conti¬ 
nental Army,” printed in “ Essays 
Written for tho Wellington Prizo,” 
1872; " France as a Military 
Power in 1870 and 3878” in the 
Nineteenth Century, Jan. 1878. 

WOOD, Mrs. Henry, novelist, 
eldest daughter of the late Mr. 
Thos. Price, head of one of the 
leading glove-manufacturing firms 
in Worcester, born in Worcester¬ 
shire about 1820,Inhoritod aliterary 
taste from her father, a classical 
scholar and accomplished man, and 
at an early age was married to 
Mr. Henry Wood, a gontleman 
connected with the shipping trade. 
She began her literary career as 
a contributor to The New Monthly 
Magazine and Bentley*$ Miscellany , 
and tf Danesbury House/’ hor first 
complete work (whioh gained the 
prize of cfilOO offered by tho 
Scottish Temperance Leaguo for 
the best illustration of the good 
effects of temperance), was pub¬ 
lished in 1860. It was followed 
by "East Lynne,” which achieved 
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a remarkable success, iu 1801; 
c * The Charmings/' “ Mrs. Halli¬ 
burton's Troubles,” and " A Foggy 
Night at Oiford” (a Binall book 
issued for the benefit of the Lanca¬ 
shire operatives), 1802; " William 
Allair \ or, Running away to Sea/’ 
a book for boys; * r The Shadow of 
Aslilydyab/' and " Yernor’s Pride/' 
1800; "Lord Oakburn's Daugh¬ 
ters,” " Oswald Cray/' and "Trev- 
lyn Hold/' ISO 1;« Mildred Arkell/'

Martin's Eve/’ in 1860; f * A Life’s 
Secret/' 1S07; "Roland Yorke/'

Maze/' 1872; "Master of Grey-

Ourselves/' 1883. Mrs. Wood is 
editor of the Argosy, a sixpenny 
monthly magazine. 

WOOD, General Sir Henry Evelyn, 
V.C., K.C.B., G.C.M.Q., K.C.8.I., 
is the youngest son of the late 
Rev. Sir John Page Wood, Bart., 
of ltivonhall, some time vicar of 
Creasing, Essex, and rector of St. 
Peter’s, Cornhill, by Eimna Caro¬ 
line, youngest daughter of Mr. 
Sampson Mitchell, of Croft West, 
Cornwall, an admiral in the Portu¬ 
guese service. He was horn at 
Creasing in Feb. 1838, entered the 
Navy in 1852, served with distinc¬ 
tion os aide-de-camp to Captain Sir 
William Peel, in command of the 
Naval Brigade in the Crimea (1854- 
55), and was present at tho siege of 
Sebastopol. At the unsuccessful 
assault on the Redan (June 18, 

‘ 1855), while carrying one of the 
scaling-ladders, he was severely 
wounded, for which he was men¬ 
tioned with praise in one of Lord 
Raglan's dispatches. He obtained 
the Crimean medal with two clasps, 
the 5tli class of the Order of the 
Modjidieh, and a Turkish medal; 
and was made a Knight of the 
French Legion of Honour. He next 


entered the army as ensign in the 
73rd Regiment; was promoted to 
the rank of lioutonant in 1S5G; cap¬ 
tain in 1801; and major in. 1BG2. 
In the Indian campaign of 1858 ho 
served as a‘brigade-major, and was 
present at the actions of Rajghur, 
Hindwaho, Kharee, and Baroda, for 
which he gained a modal, and was 
twice mentioned in dispatches. In 
185!) and 1860 lie commanded the 
1st Regiment of Boat son's Irregular 
Horse, and received tho thanks of 
the Indian Government for his pur¬ 
suit of tho rebels in tlio Seronge 
jungle; ho also won the Victoria 
C l’Oss for valour. He raised the 2nd 
regiment of Central India Horse. 
In Sept. 1873, being a lieutenant- 
colonel of the 00th Infantry, ho 
accompanied Major - General Sir 
Garnet Wolseleyto the Asliantee 
War, and organized a native force, 
which he commanded, with other 
troops, in the affairs of Essaman, 
and on the road from Mansu to the 
river Prah, following the retreat of 
the Ashantee army from the coast. 
Lieutenant - Colonel Wood after¬ 
wards commanded the right wing 
of the army in the battles of Amoa- 
ful and Ordahsu and the capture of 
Coomassie, For these services he 
was several times mentioned with 
approbation in the dispatches, and 
was nominated a C.B. (1874), pro¬ 
moted to the brevet rank of colonel, 
and received the medal with clasp. 
Haviug distinguished himself in 
both the naval and the military 
services of the country, lie joined 
the Hon. Society of tho Middle 
Temple in April, 1870, and was 
called to the bar in Easter Term, 
1874, shortly aftor his return from 
tho Ashantee war. On Nov, 1, 
1879, the bar of England enter¬ 
tained him at a banquet in tho 
hall of the Middle Temple. He 
served throughout the Zulu war of 
1879 in command of No. 4 column. 
As political agent he raised a con¬ 
tingent of 1,000 friendly Zulus, 
known as "Wood's Irregulars.” 
Two days after the British reverse 
3 T 2 
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at Isanlwana lie surprised and de¬ 
feated a force of several thousands 
of the enemy, and then maintained 
an advanced position in the enemy’s 
country, for which he was specialty 
commended by tho High Commis¬ 
sioner. He defeated the Zulus in 
the action of Kambula on March 29, 
and in April was made brigadier- 
general. He led the advance to 
TJlundi with a flying column, and 
was present in the engagement 
there on July 4. On his return to 
England ho was received hy the 
Queen in person, and was created a 
K.C.B. (Sept. 1879). He served in 
the Transvaal war of 1KS0-1, witli 
the local ra nk of major-general; was 
nominated one of Her Majesty’s 
Commissioners for settling the 
Transvaal territory in April, 1881 j 
and was appointed to command the 
troops in the Chatham district in 
1882. He commanded the 2nd 
brigade, 2nd division, in the expe¬ 
dition to Egypt in 1882, and for his 
distinguished services received tho 
thanks of Parliament. Xn Dec. 
1882 he was appointed Cominander- 
in-Chief of the Egyptian Army, 
ranking aa chief of the Pashas, or 
Sirdar. In July, 1883, he was ap¬ 
pointed an extra Kniglit Com¬ 
mander of the Star of India. 

WOOD, John, F.R.S., born at 
Bradford, was educated at a 
private school and at Univer¬ 
sity College, London, on leaving 
which, he was apprenticed to the 
Senior Suigcon of tho Bradford 
Infirmary, In 1816 ho entered 
King’s College Hospital, gaining 
four scholarships and two gold 
medals, and becoming House Sur¬ 
geon in 1830. He was then ap¬ 
pointed Surgeon to the Lincoln’s 
Inn Infirmary. After being De¬ 
monstrator of Anatomy at King’s 
College, he gained successively the 
posts of Examiner to the Univer¬ 
sities of London and Cambridge, 
and to the Royal College of 
Physicians, Professor of Surgery 
at King’s College, 1871, Examiner 
to the Royal College of Surgeons 


(of which he was one of the 
Council, and subsequently chair¬ 
man), and in 1885, Hunterian 
professor of Surgery and Pathology. 
Professor Wood has published a 
large number of lectures, articles, 
and papers on medical subjects. 

WOOD, The Rev. John George, 
M.A.,F.L.S., bon of a surgeon, at 
one time Chemical Lecturer at the 
Middlesex Hospital, horn in London 
in 1S27, was educated at Ashbourne 
Grammar School, entered Morton 
College, Oxford,in 1814, was elected 
Jackson Scholar in 1815, and gra¬ 
duated B.A. in 1818, and M.A. in 
1851. Having been attached for 
two years to the Anatomical Mu¬ 
seum at Christ Church, Oxford, he 
was ordained, in 1852, as Chaplain 
to the boatmen’s floating chapel, 
Oxford ; was appointed Assistant- 
Chaplain to St. Bartholomew’s Hos¬ 
pital, London, in 185G, and resigned 
the appointment in 18G2. lie held 
the office of Precentor of tho Can¬ 
terbury DioeesanChoral Union from 
18GB to 1876. He has written 
several valuable works on Zoology; 
among others, a ir Popular Natural 
History,”“ Sketches and Anecdotes 
of Animal Life,” " The Boy’s Own 
Natural History Book,” and " My 
Feathered Friends, or Bird Life.” 
He has published a series of cheap 
entertaining handbooks containing 
rf Common Objects of the Sea 
Shore,” " Common Objects of the 
Country,” “ Common Objects of the 
Microscope,” “Common Shells of 
the Sea Shoi’e,” the “Common 
Moths of England,” and the "Com¬ 
mon Beetles of England,” each 
appropriately illustrated; followed 
by " Glimpses into Petland,” " Our 
Garden Friends and Foes,” "Homes 
without Hands,” " Insects at 
Home,” " Old Testament History,” 
and "New Testament History," 
for the uso of preparatory schools j 
Natural History of Man j ” to¬ 
gether with many other educa¬ 
tional works. Tho Rev. J. G, 
Wood’s magnum opus is his larger 
" Natural History,” in three 
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volumes, which is enriched with a 
number of admirable sketches, 
chiefly from the life, by the most 
eminent artists of tlio day in this 
branch of illustration. He editod 
for some time the Boy's Own Maga¬ 
zine, and was one of the associate 
commissioners of the Great Exhibi¬ 
tion at Paris in 1867. His more re¬ 
cent works are:—" Man and Beast, 
Hero and Hereafter,” 2 vols., 1871; 
“Nature’s Teaching,” “Out of 
Doors,” 1874; and tc Insects 
Abroad,” 1874; "The Lane and 
"Field,” 1879; and a series of 
Natural History Readings for 
schools, 1882. In 1879 he pro¬ 
jected a series of "Sketch-Lec¬ 
tures ” on Zoology, illustrating 
them by extemporaneous clrawing’3 
in coloured pastels upon a large 
cxnvas. These Sketch-Lectures 
have been delivered in all the 
principal Institutes in England 
and Scotland. 

WOODALL, William, M.P., was 
born in 1832, and educated at 
Liverpool. He entered business as 
a pottery manufacturer at Durslem, 
where he also owns a colliery. Ho 
was first elected to Parliament as 
member for Stoke-on-Trent at the 
general election of 1880, and repre¬ 
sented that constituency until tho 
dissolution of 1883, when ho was re¬ 
turned for Hanley, being again 
returned unopposed in 1886 as a 
Gladstone Liberal. Mr. Woodall 
is Chairman of the Burslem School 
Board, was a member of tho Royal 
Commission on Technical Educa¬ 
tion, and in Mr, Gladstone's go¬ 
vernment of 1886 was appointed 
Surveyor-General of Ordnance. He 
is a strong advocate of Women’s 
Suffrage; and after tho death of 
Mr. Hugh Mason he took parlia¬ 
mentary charge of the annual 
measure for creating it. i 

WOODS, Sir Albert William, 
F.S.A., was born in 1816, being a 
son of Sir William Woods, who 
filled tho office of Garter King-at- 
Arms from 1838 until his death in 
1842. Ho entered the College of 


Arms as Portcullis Pursuivant in 
1838, was appointed Lancaster 
Herald in 1841, and became Regis¬ 
trar of the College in April, 1866. 
He was advanced to the office of 
Garter Principal King-ai-Arms, 
Oct. 25,18G9, in succession to Sir 
Charles George Young deceased, 

I and received the honour of knight- 
| hood on the llih of the following 
• month. He was attached to tho 
missions for investing the King of 
Denm irk, the King of the Belgians, 
and the Emperor of Austria with 
the Order of tho Garter. Sir A. 
W. Woods holds tho office of Regis¬ 
trar and Secrotary to the Order of 
the Bath, Registrar to the Order of 
the Star of India, and King-al- 
Arms to that of St. Michael and 
St. George. 

WOODS, Henry, A.R.A., bom 
April 23, 1817, at Warrington, in 
Lancashire, is eldest son of the late 
Mr. William Woods, of that town, 
was educated at the local grammar 
school, entered the Warrington 
School of Art as a pupil at nine 
years of age, and remained there 
until he wont to London, in tho 
winter of 1861, having obtained a 
“National Scholarship” in the Art 
Training Schools at South Ken¬ 
sington. Mr. Woods hold this 
scholarship for three years, work¬ 
ing in the Antique and Life 
Schools, and at the Study of Stained 
Glass. When he loft South Kon- 
sington, tho latter study wub not 
proceeded with, but lie began to 
illustrate for various periodicals, 
painting the greater part of his 
time. When the Cfraphic started, 
Mr. Woods was one of the first 
members of its staff. His first 
picture exhibited at the Royal 
Academy was a little landscape, 
at tho first exhibition held at Bur¬ 
lington House. Since then ho has 
been a regular exhibitor. His fust 
pictures of any importance wore 
Thames subjects—" Going Home,” 
"Haymakers,” Ac., &o. In 1876 
Mr. Woods first went to Venice, and 
joined the group of artists who have 
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made modern Venetian subjects so 
popular; his earliest pictures of 
everyday Venetian life were et A 
Venetian Ferry" (purchased for 
the Cape Town Gallery) ; " Street 
Trading in Venice;" “A Gondo¬ 
lier's Courtship ; ” " The Ducal 
Courtyard ;" and " Preparing for 
the Fosta." He was elected As¬ 
sociate of the Iioyal Academy in 
1882. Since then, Mr. Woods has 
painted " Bargaining for an Old 
Master/' " Preparations for First 
Communion/'" II Mio Traghetto/' 
" Cupid's Spell/' " Choosing a 
Summer Gown,” w The Water¬ 
wheels of Savassa/’ &c., &c. Mr. 
Woods is a resident in Venice. 

WOOLNER, Thomas, R.A., was 
horn at Hadleigh, in Suffolk, Doc. 
17, 1820, and received his education 
in a school at Ipswich. When 
thirteen years of ago he evinced a 
talent for sculpture, and was placed 
in the studio of William Behnes, 
under whose able guidance lie 
studied with great diligence for 
six years, acquiring remarkable 
skill as a sculptor, and becoming 
an accomplished draughtsman. 
His first models were of a poetical 
and historical character. "Eleanor 
sucking the Poison from Prince 
Edward's Wound" was exhibited 
at the Royal Academy (1843), and 
a life-size group of " The Death of 
Boadicca” in Westminster Hall. 
The latter attracted particular at¬ 
tention, and was regarded as a 
work of great promise in the in¬ 
ventive or ideal style of sculpture. 
Following up this success, Mr. 
Woolner exhibited figures of 
" Puck " and of "Titanin with her 
Indian Boy" at the British Insti¬ 
tution, and an "Eros and Eu- 
plirosyne" and "The Rainbow" 
at the Royal Academy in 1848. 
Two years later, in conjunction 
with Mr. Millais, Mr. Holman 
Hunt, and Mr. Dante Gabriel 
Rossetti, lie took a leading port in 
establishing f ‘ The Germ," a short¬ 
lived periodical, in which the ideas 
of those artists, who wore after¬ 


wards called " Pre-Raphaelites/' 
first found expression. Mr. Wool¬ 
ner‘s contributions consisted of a 
number of graceful poems, two of 
which, with others from his pen, 
were afterwards published in a 
volume, entitled " My Beautiful 
Lady," that appeared in 1863, and 
reached a third edition in 1866. 
Mr. Woolner went to Australia in 
1802, and during a residence of 
nearly two years there he modelled 
a number of characteristic like¬ 
nesses in medallion. On his return 
to this country Mb first important 
production was a life-size statue of 
Lord Bacon, for the now Museum 
at Oxford. Among his subsequent 
works aro statues of John Robert 
Godley, for Canterbury, How Zea¬ 
land; Lord Macaulay, for Trinity 
College, Cambridge; William III., 
for the Houses of Parliament; Sir 
Bortle Frere, for Bombay; Dr. 
Whewell, for Cambridge; Lord 
Lawrence, for Calcutta; and Lord 
I Palmerston, for Palace Yard; 
busts of Tennyson, Carlyle, Dr. 
Newman, Mr. Darwin, Rajnli 
Brooke, Sir William. Fairbairn, 
Professor Sedgwick, Sir William 
Hooker, Richard Cobdon, Charles 
Dickens, Canon Kingsley, Mr. Glad¬ 
stone, Viscount Sandon, Mr. W, 
Fuller Maitland, Professor Lnsh- 
ington (for the University of Glas¬ 
gow), Mr. John Simon (for the 
College of Surgeons), and Professor 
Huxley; also "Elaine with tlio 
Shield of Sir Lancelot,” "Ophelia," 
" In Mcmoriam," a poetical group, 

I "Virgil bewailing the banishment 
of Coriolanus/' " Guinevere," and 
" Achilles and Pallas shouting from 
the Trenches/' the latter being his 
| diploma work exhibited at the 
Royal Academy m 1876; "Lady 
j Gouiva Unrobing." Mr. Woolner 
was afterwards engaged on a colos¬ 
sal statue in bronze of Captain 
Cook, for the Government of New 
South Wales; to be erected in 
Hyde Park, Sydney, overlooking 
Sydney Harbour. In 1871, Mr. 
Woolner was elected an Associate 
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of tho Royal Academy, aud in Dec. 
187 i< lie received the final honour 
of being nominated a Royal Aca¬ 
demician, On the death of Mr. 
Henry Weekes, in 1877j he was 
appointed to succeed him as Pro¬ 
fessor of Sculpture in the Royal 
Academy. He resigned that pro¬ 
fessorship in Jan, 1879. His statue 
of Lord Chief Justice Whiteside 
was erected in the Hall of tho Four 
Com’ts, Dublin, in IS60. Mr. 
Woolnor has since executed the 
recumbent statue of Lord Frederick 
Cavendish, now in Cartincl Priory 
Church, and tho Monument to Sir 
Edwin Landseer, in the Crypt of 
St. Paul's Cathedral. He is now 
engaged on a recumbent statue of 
tho lato Bishop Jackson, for St. 
Paul’s; a bronze statue of Sir 
Stamford Raffles, for Singapore; 
and a bronze statue of the late 
Bishop Fraser, for Manchester. In 
1881 he published the poem of 
* Pygmalion ;” 1SS4, "Silenus;" 
and 18811, " Tirosias.” 

WOOLSEY, Theodore Dwight, 
D.D., LL.D., was born at Now 
York, Oct. »31, 1801. A.B. (Yale), 
1820. Ho studied theology at 
Princeton; was a tutor in Yale, 
1825-20; licensed to preach in 
1825, and studied in Germany, 
1827-30. In 1831 he was elected 
Professor of tho Greek Language 
and Literature in Yale College, 
and fiftoen years later President 
of that College, Ho resigned the 
presidency in. 1871, hut continued 
in tho faculty. Besides many 
occasional orations, addresses, and 
essays, ho lias published editions 
of "Tho Aloestis,” of Euripides, 
1833 ; “The Antigone" of Sopho¬ 
cles, 1835; " The Prometheus " of 
iEschylus, 3837; "Tho Electra” of 
Sophocles, 1837; and "The Gor- 
gias” of Plato, 1842. Among his 
other works are:—"Inauguration 
Discourso on College Education,” 
1816; " Historical Discourses at 
the 150 th Anniversary of the 
Founding of Yale College,” 1850 ; 
" Introduction to the Study of 


International Law,” I860, fifth 
revised edition, 1879 ; “ Addresses 
commemorative of the Life and 
Services of Jeremiah Day, late 
President of Yale College,” 1867 j 
" Essays on Divorce and Divorce 
Legislation, with Special Reference 
to the United States,” 1S69, new 
edition, 1882; "The Religion of 
the Past and the Future,” 1871. 
On the death of Francis Lie! er, 
he rc-odited his work on " Civil 
Liberty and Sol f-( l overnment,” 
1S7‘1 j and his "Manual of Political 
Ethics,” IS/1. His more recent 
works are—"Political Science,” 
1877 ; " Communism and Social¬ 
ism,” I860; and "Helpful Thoughts 
for Young Men,” 1882. President 
Woolsey was for several years one 
of the Regents of the Smithsonian 
Institution, and was Chairman of 
the American Division of the Com¬ 
mittee on the Revision of the Now 
Testament. 

W0SB0ISE, Emma Jane, 
daughter of a clergyman of the 
Church of England, was born in 
1825. Having been left an orphan 
when very young, she was educated 
at the school tor clergymen's 
daughters, established at Caster- 
ton, near Kirby Lonsdale, by the 
late Rev. "YV. Cams Wilson; was 
married to a gentleman of French 
descent, and is now a widow. This 
lady has written several works of 
fiction, including Helen Bury,” 
1850; " Anny Wilton ; Lights and 
Shades of Christian Life,” 1855 ; 

11 Grace Hamilton's School Days,” 
1S50; "Kingsdown Lodge; 4 or, 
Seed-Timo aud Harvest,” ancl 
"Wife's Trials, a Tale,” 1858; 
" Milliccnt Kendrick; or, the 
Search aftor Happiness,” 1862; 

" Lottie Lonsdale; or, Chains and 
Links,” and "Married Life; or, 
Philip andEditli,” 18G3; " Thorny- 
croft Hall,” " Lillingstones of 
Lillingstone,” and "Labour and 
Wait; or, Evelyn's Story,” 1S64»; 

" St, Bertha's; or, the Heiress of 
Arne,” 1865; " Sir Julian's Wife,” 
and "Violet Vaughan," 18GG; 
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,f Chrystabol/' 1872; "The House 
of Bondage/' 1873. Slio lias con¬ 
tributed to periodical literature, 
edits the Chnsiian Magazine, and 
Xireservos the cognomen under 
■which she first beo«unc known to 
the public. 

WORCESTER, Bishop of. (See 
Philpott, Bn.) 

WORDSWORTH, The Bight Rev. 
Charles, D.B. andD.C.L,, Bishop of 
St. Andrews, Dunkeld, and Dun¬ 
blane, second son of the late Dr. 
Christophor Wordsworth (many 
years Master of Trinity Collego, 
Cambridge), and nephew of the 
celebrated poet, horn in 1806, was 
educated at Harrow and at Christ 
Church, Oxford, where he obtained, 
among other distinctions, two 
Chancellor's prizes, that for Latin 
verse in 1827, and for the Latin 
essay in 1831, and was placed in the 
first class of Liter® Humaniores, 
when he took the degree of B.A. in 
1830. In reward for the first of 
these distinctions he was appointed 
to a studentship by the Dean. Tie 
was no less distinguished for 
athletic exercises, being, in 1820, 
one of the Oxford eight, and also 
one of the Oxford eleven, and 
successful in both encounters with 
the sis ter University. After taking 
his B.A. degree, ho remained at 
Christ Churoh for two or three 
years as a private tutor, and hud 
among his pupils the late Duke of 
Newcastle, the Itight Hon. W. 33. 
Gladstone, Cardinal Manning, and 
other celebrated men. In 1835 lie 
was selected Second Master of 
Winchester College, an oilice 
which up to that time had never 
been conferred on any one not 
educated at Winchester. On ac¬ 
count of weak health, he resigned 
in 1813, and accepted in 1846 the 
appointment of first Warden of 
Trinity College, Glenalmond, 
Perthshire, which he held for 
seven years. In 1832 lie was 
elected Bishop of the united 
dioceses of St. Andrews, Dunkold, 
and Dunblane, and at the instal¬ 


lation of the late Earl of Derby as 
Chancollor, in 1853, was admitted 
to the lion, degree of D.C.L. by tlie 
University of Oxford. In 1851. 
he resigned the Wardensliip of 
Glonahuond, and has since devoted 
himself exclusively to the duties 
of the episcopate, taking an active 
part in the affairs of the Scottish 
Church. Be was one ol the New 
Testament Company for the Bo- 
vision of the authorised Version of 
the Bible. The published works 
of the Bishop of St. Andrews arc 
chiefly of a theological oharftetor. 
There are, however, some excep¬ 
tions ; among which must be men¬ 
tioned his "Grcecee Grammatical 
Rudimontn/' published in 1839, 
and now in the nineteenth edition ; 
** The College of St. Mftry Wiuton/' 
an illustrated work, in 1818; n 
volume "On Shakspero’a Know¬ 
ledge and Use of tho Bible/' in 
385t, 3rd edition, 1880; "Slmk- 
peare's Historical Plays, Bornan 
and English," 3 vole., 1883; and 
“A. Greek Primer," in 1870. Tiis 
other publications are, “ Christian 
Boyhood at a Public School," 
in 181C ; “ Catoohesis, or Christian 
Instruction,” fourth (enlarged) 
edition, 1864; a "Letter to the 
Bight Hon. W. E. Gladstone on 
.Religious Liberty;" and numerous 
sermons, charges, and pamphlets. 
His elaborate judicial rf Opinions” 
on tho casos of tho Bishop of 
Brechin and the Rev. P. Olieyno, 
and his " Notes on tho Eucharistic 
Controversy” (tlie last 2 >riiitud for 
the use of his clergy and private 
circulation only), are a powerful 
vindication of the doctrines held 
by tho Anglican Church. He has 
made various appeals to Lbo 
Presbyterian community in Scot¬ 
land in the form of lectures, tkc., 
on behalf of unity among Chris¬ 
tians ; among which may be speci¬ 
fied <f A United Church for the 
United Kingdom, advocated in a 
Tercentenary Discourse on tho 
Scottish Reformation/' together 
with Proofs and Illustrations, 
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designed to form a "Manual of 
Reformation Facts and Principles/* 
in IttGO j and" The Outlines of the 
Christian Ministry delineated and 
brought to the Test of Reason, 
Holy Scripture, History, and 
Experience ; with a view to the 
Reconciliation of Existing Differ¬ 
ences concerning it, especially 
between Presbyterians and Episco¬ 
palians,” 1872. He has also pub¬ 
lished rr A Discourse on Scottish 
Church History from the Reforma¬ 
tion to the present time,” 1881; 
and "Remarks on Bishop Light- 
foot's Essay on tho Christian 
Ministry,” 2nd edition, 1881*. In 
1885, he received the honorary 
degree of D.D. from the University 
of Edinburgh, on occasion of the 
grand Tercentenary Festival, and 
also from the University of St. 
Andrews in the same year. 

WORDSWORTH, The Right Rev. 
John, D.D., Bishop of Salisbury, 
nephew of the above, and eldest 
Bon of the late Right Rev. Christo¬ 
pher Wordsworth, D.D., Bishop of 
Lincoln, was bora at Harrow, Sept. 
21, 1813, and educated at Winches¬ 
ter School and at Now College, 
Oxford, where he graduated in 
18G5. In 1806 he became a master 
at Wellington College, and in 1807 
was elected Fellow and in 1808 
Tutor of Bvaseuose College, Ox¬ 
ford. He was appointed Preben¬ 
dary of Lincoln in 1870, Select 
Preacher at Oxford 1870, Bampton 
Lecturer 1881, Oriel Professor of 
the Interpretation of Holy Scrip¬ 
ture 1883, and Canon of Rochester 
iu the same year. On the death 
of Dr. Moberloy in 1885 he was 
appointed Bishop of Salisbury. Dr. 
Wordsworth is the author of several 
elaborate articles in the " Diction¬ 
ary of Christian Biograxihy,” and of 
" Keblo College and the Present 
University Crisis,” I860; "Lec¬ 
tures Introductory to a History of 
Latin Literature,” 18/0; "Frag¬ 
ments and Specimens of Early 
Latin,” 1874; " University Sermons 
on Gospel Subjects,” 1878 ; " The | 


Church and the Universities: a 
Letter to C. S. Roundell, Esq., 
M.P.,” 1880; " The One Religion " 
(Bampton Lectures), 1R81; " Old 
Latin Biblical Texts,” No. 1, 1883; 
" Pastoral Letter to the Diocese of 
Sarum,” 1885. He was also joint 
editor of "Studia Biblica,” Ox¬ 
ford, 1885. 

WORMS, Baron Henry De, M.P. 
for EastToxteth Division of Liver¬ 
pool, third son of the late Baron 
De Worms, of Park Crescent, W., 
was bom in London, Oct. 20,18 JO; 
and oducatedin Paris and at King’s 
College, London, of which he is a 
Fellow. Ho was called to the Bar 
at the Inner Temple in June, 1803, 
and practised as a barrister for 
about three years. In 1880 he be¬ 
came member for Greenwich, and 
from that time he took an active 
part in the debates in the House, 
especially those relating to Foreign 
Affairs. He directed attention to 
the then imperfect administration 
of the Royal Patriotic Fund, and 
made certain recommendations 
which were afterwards embodied 
in an Act of Parliament. Mr. 
Gludstone, in acknowledgment of 
the services thus rendered, made 
tho Baron a Royal Commissioner 
of the Patriotic Fund. At the 
General Election of 1885, conse- 

S uont upon alterations caused by 
Lie Redistribution Bill ho with¬ 
drew from Greenwich, and success¬ 
fully contested East Toxtcth, for 
which constituency ho was returned 
unopposed in 1880. In both Lord 
Salisbury's Governments, ho has 
been appointed Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Board of Trade. 
He is the author of “ The Earth 
and its Mechanism,” ° England's 
Policy in the East,” and "The 
Austro-Hungarian Empire,” the 
latter being an exposition of Count 
Beust's policy. 

WRATISLAW, Tho Rev. Albert 
Henry, M.A., born in 1821, and 
educated at Rugby School, and 
then at Christ's College, Cam¬ 
bridge, of which he was sucees- 
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sivcly Scholar, Follow, and Tutor, 
graduated B.A. in IK 14, taking 
high honours. He was elected 
Head Muster of the Grammar 
School, Felstead, in 1852, and of 
Bury School on tho resignation of 
Ur. Donaldson in 1855. In 1879 
he resigned the Head Mastership 
of Bury, and accepted the Vicarage 
of Munorbicr, near Tenby, in 
Pembrokeshire. He has written 
"Lyra|CzGcho-Slovanska,Bohomian 
Poems, translated,” published in 
IS 19; "Queen’s Court Manuscript, 
with Bohemian Poems/' in 1852 j 
“ Ellisian Greek Exorcises/’ in 
1835 j u Barabbas tho Scape-goat, 
Sermons/’ in 1859; u Notes and 
Dissertations on Scripture/’ in 
1803 ;" Plea for Knghy School/’ in 
1861; “ The Adventures of Baron 
Wratislaw of Mitrowitz in his So¬ 
journ and Captivity at Constanti¬ 
nople, at tho end of the sixteenth 
century ; ’’ and " The Diary of an 
Embassy from King George of 
Bohemia to Louis XI. of France,

WEIGHT, William, LL.D. born 
in India, Presidency of Bengal, 
Jan. 17. 1830, was educated lit 
St. Andrew’s, Fife, and Halle, 
Prussia. He wtih appointed Pro¬ 
fessor of Arabic in University Col- 
logo, London, in 1855 ; in Trinity 
College, Dublin, in 1856; Assistant 
in the Department of MSS. in the 
British Museum, in 1801; Assistant 
Keeper of the MSS. in 1869 ; Pro¬ 
fessor of Arabic in the University 
of Cambridge in 1870. Ho is a 
Fellow of Queen ’b College, Cam¬ 
bridge ; LL.D. honoris caustl , of 
Cambridge, Dublin, Edinburgh, St. 


Andrews; D.D. honoris caubd, of 
Jena; and Ph.D. honoris crcuarf, of 
Leyden; Corrospondant de l’ln- 
stitut dc Franco; corresponding 
member of the Imperial Academy 
of St. Petersburg, the lloyal Acn- 
demy of Berlin, tho Knnigl. 
Gesellscliaft dor Wissenschnfton of 
Gottingen, and the Rcnle Istituto 
Lombardo; honorary member of 
tho Deutsche Morgenbmdisoho 
GeRollsehaft, of tho American

WULLEESTORF (Baron), Bern- 
hard von Wiillerstorf-Urbair, horn 
at Trieste, Jan. 29, 18 L6, received 
his first education at Padua, 
entered tho College of Pioneers, at 
Tulin, near Vienna, and became 
in 1833 a cadet in the Imperial 
navy. He studied astronomy under 
the celebrated Von Littrow; was 
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appointed in 1839 Director of the 
Nautical Obsorvatory at Venice j 
and married in 1817 Miss II. 
O’Connor, an Irish lady, -who died 
in 1818, in which year he proved 
his fidelity to the Imperial dynasty 
by personal sacrifices, and was 
decorated with the Iron Cross of 
the third class. In 1819 he was 
appointed Commodore, oi*gauisod 
the Naval Academy, and after¬ 
wards held the important post of 
referee to the High Admiral; and 
in April, 1857, he took command 
of the Novara , commissioned for a 
tour of scientific observation. Ho 
roburnod home in 1859, and pub¬ 
lished the result of these important 
researches, attained the rank of 
Rear-Admiral in 18G1, and was 
sent to Vienna as Representative 
of the Navy in the Reichsrath. 
In Aug. of that year he married 
the Countess Lronie Rothkirch 
Panthen. In the following winter 
he was commissioned by the 
Government to visit Switzerland, 
Germany, Prance, Belgium, and 
Holland, in order to study new 
inventions in shipbuilding and 
iron manufactories. Upon his 
return he was appointed Admiral 
of the Port of Venice, and in 18G1 
Commandcr-in-Chicf of the allied 
fleets in the German Ocean. When 
the war was over ho retired to Gratz, 
in Styria, and was appointed 
Minister of Commerce and Political 
Ecouomy. He resigned that office 
at the expiration of two years. 
Under liis superintendence the 
treaty of Commerce between Eng¬ 
land and Austria was negotiated. 
Ho is well known for his compre¬ 
hensive reports and valuable com¬ 
ments on politico-economical sub¬ 
jects, which afford conclusive 
evidence of his thorough acquaint¬ 
ance with the wants of Austrian 
industry and commerce. 

WYLDE, Henry, Mus. D, 
Cantab., Gresham Professor, son of 
Henry Wylde, Gentlemau-in-Ordi- 
nary to Her Majesty, was born at 
Bushy, Herts, May 22, 1822. He 


received his early musical instruc¬ 
tion from the celebrated Ignaz 
Moscheles, and subsequently 
entered the Royal Academy of 
Music. Having distinguished him¬ 
self in his studies at that institu¬ 
tion he was, on leaving, made an 
Associate, and subsequently ap¬ 
pointed a Profeseor, one of his 
pupils being the now distinguished 
musician, Mr. John Francis 
Barnett. In 1850 Dr. Wylde took 
his degree us Doctor of Music at 
the University of Cambridge. In 
1851 ho was appointed by the late 
Prince Consort a juror at tbo 
Great International Exhibition of 
that year in conjunction with the 
late Sir George Smart, Sir Henry 
Bishop, Sir Sterndale Bennett, 
MM. F6tis, Hector Berlioz and 
Tkalberg. He is the only surviv¬ 
ing member of that musical com¬ 
mittee, In 1852 Dr. Wylde 
founded the New Philharmonic 
Society, and for twenty-six years, 
partly in conjunction with the late 
Dr. Sphor, Hector Berlioz and 
Lindpaenter, and for many years 
unassisted, conducted the magni¬ 
ficent series of concerts remem¬ 
bered as thoso of the New Phil¬ 
harmonic. In 1SGI Dr. Wylde 
established the London Academy 
of Music, and a few years after¬ 
wards built St. George's Hall at his 
own expense, in order to provide a 
suitable locale for that institution, 
which provides scholarships and 
educates annually between 500 and 
GOO amateur and professional 
musicians. In 1803 Dr. Wylde 
was appointed by the Lord Mayor, 
aldermen, and members of the 
Gresham Committee, ono of the 
seven professors of Gresham. Col¬ 
lege. Whilst conductor of the 
New Philharmonic concerts. Dr. 
Wylde produced his music to 
" Paradise Lost,” the cantata 
entitled " Prayer and Praise,” his 
pianoforte concerts in F. minor, 
and some vocal music. He has 
published works on the science of 
music, and on counterpoint, as 
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well as several essays ‘on musical 
subjects. 

WYNDHAM, Charles, M.D., 
L.R.C.S., L.S.A., L.M., was bom 
at Liverpool in 1811, ancl was 
oducatod for the medical pro¬ 
fession, for the pursuit of which 
he thoroughly equipped, himself. 
Part of his school days were spent 
iu (1 ermany. lie wont to America 
in 1862, and made hia first appear¬ 
ance as an actor at Washington 
with John Wilkes Booth (the 
assassin of President Lincoln), 
playing Osric to his Hamlet, and 
subsequently, Glavis to his Claude 
jVTolnotte. On the termination of 
his ongagement he was discharged 
for iucompetency. The following 
winter he was engaged at Mrs. 
John Wood’s Olympic Theatre in 
Now York, but for six weeks he 
did nothing hut draw his salary. 
In the seventh he apjieared as 
Vivian in *' Monsieur Jacques/’ 
but was again unsuccessful. He 
then returned to the army, in 
which he had already served as a 
surgeon, and was concerned iu 
some of the most momentous en¬ 
gagements that took place in the 
Civil War. He was attached to 
the 19th Army Corps, having at 
one time the medical charge of a 
brigade, and at another, charge 
of a regiment. On returning to 
England he made another attempt 
to got on the stage, and after some 
unsuccessful endeavours went to 
Liverpool, to the Old Amphitheatre, 
where his success was such, that it 
led to a highly remunerative en¬ 
gagement of several months’ dura¬ 
tion. In May, 1SG8, ho made his 
first Loudon appearance as Sir 
Arthur Lascelles in " All that 
Glitters is not Gold/’ This was 
followed by a performance of some 
distinction in “ Meg’s Diversion/’ 
and a remarkable impersonation 
in Mr. Bumand’s burlesque of 
* f Black-eyed Susan/’ His next 
engagement, in 1867, was with 
Miss Herbert at the St. James’ 
Theatre,when he acted Hugh Stonc- 


leigh, in a play called " Idalia,” 
and had among his fellow-nctors, 
Mr. Irving, who made his first 
appearance in London at this 
theatre. Mr. Wyndliam was also 
prominently connected with suc¬ 
cessive companies at the Queen’s 
Theatre, Long Acre. He opened 
first there iu Charles Hondo's 
" Double Marriage,” and then 
played in " The Lancashire Lass ” 
with Mr. Irving, and others. 
With Messrs. Toole, Irving, and 
Brough, he played in rf Dearer 
than Life.” Previously to going 
to the Queon’s, he played Henri 
de Neuville, to Miss Hate Terry’s 
" Mario de Fontanges ” on the 
occasion of that distinguished 
actress's final appearance on the 
stage. He returned to America 
in 1869, and appeared with dis¬ 
tinction at Wallnck’s Tlienbro ns 
Charles Surface in "The School 
for Scandal/’ Coining home again, 
he reappeared at the St. James’s 
Theatre in 1872, then under Mr. 
Stephen Fiske’s, management, as 
Habagas. A provincial tour fol¬ 
lowed this engagement, and in 
1878 he ifiayed‘‘thc lead” at the 
Royalty, appearing there notably 
in the character which he revived 
in 18SG in "Wild Oats/’ A version 
of Mr. Bronson Howard’s comedy 
“ Saratoga,” called " Brighton,” 
was produced at the Court Tlieatro 
in 1871, with Mr. Wyndliam in the 
principal character. In " Brigh¬ 
ton/’ and subsequently, in n series 
of farcical comedies, Mr. Wyndliam 
achieved a separate reputation of 
prodigious extent. In 18/3 ho 
went to Berlin, and produced a 
version of “ Brighton/’ in German, 
he himself appearing as Teutonic 
Bob Saclcett, and winning the 
most flattering notices from the 
Berlin jrress. His success at Berlin, 
in German, equalled, if it did not 
surpass, that of Charles Mathews 
at Paris, in French, some yours 
before. Prom 1876 the Criterion 
Theatre, under Mr. Wyndlmui’y 
management, was distinguished by 
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the production of “ Tlie Great 
Divorce Case j” “ The Pink Domi¬ 
noes;^ “Truth,” and pieces of 
the like lively character until, in 
1886, he made trial of olcl comedy. 
He revived“Wild Oats '* with grati¬ 
fying results, and on the conclusion 
of the run of O’Keefe's piece, 
performed with great success the 
principal role in T. W. Robertson's 
“David Garrick/'

YATES, Edmund Hodgson, son 
of the well-known actor, who was 
sometime lessee of the Adelphi, 
horn in July, 1831, was for many 
years Chief of the Missing Letter 
Department in the Post-Office. lie 
lias written “My Haunts and their 
Frequenters,” published in 1S51; 
“ After Office Hours,” in 1801; 
“ Broken to Harness/' a Story, in 

1864 $ “ Business of Pleasure,” 
“ Pages in Waiting,” and “ Run¬ 
ning the Gauntlet, a Kovel,” in 

1865 j and “Kissing the Rod,” and 
“ Land at Last, a Kovel,” in 18GG. 
In conjunction with the late Mr. 
F. 33. Smedley, he wrote “Mirth 
and Metre, by Two Merry Men,” 
published in 1851- j in conjunction 
with the late Mr. R. B. Brough, 
edited “ Our Miscellany,” which 
appeared in 1857-8 ; prepared a con¬ 
densed edition of “ The Life and 
Correspondence of C. Mathews the 
Elder,” published in I860; and a 
“ Memoir of Albert Smith and Mont 
Blanc.” Mr. Yates, who has writ¬ 
ten some dramas, and was the 
theatrical critic of the Daily News 
for six years, edited the Temple 
Bar Magazine , in which his novel 
“ Broken to Harness ” appeared as 
a serial in 1864-6 j was the firat 
editor' of Tinsley*a Magazine; and a 
constant contributor to All the Year 
Bound, in which his novel “ Black 
Sheep” was the leading serial story 
in 1866-7. His later novels are 
“Wrecked in Port,” 1869 j “Dr, 


Wainwright's Patient,” 1871 3 
“Nobody's Fortune” 1871 j “The 
Yellow Flag,” 1873; and “The 
Impending Sword,” 1874. In May, 
1872, Mr. Yates retired from the 
Post-Office in order to devote him¬ 
self exclusively to literatures. I 11 
the course of that year he wont on 
a lecturing tour in the United 
States, and in May, 1873, he whs 
appointed London representative ol‘ 
tho New York Herald , which post 
he resigned in July, 1871, when I 10 
established The IToj Id, “a journal 
for men and women,” wliicli lias a 
wide circulation, and of winch he 
stilt remains sole proprietor and 
editor. In November, 1881, Mr. 
Yates published two volumes of 
“Personal Reminiscences and Ex¬ 
periences,” an autobiography, 
which has gone through four edi¬ 
tions. Mr. Yates was in 1881 in¬ 
dicted for a libel on the Earl of 
Lonsdale, and was sentenced by 
tho Lord Chief Justice to four 
months' imprisonment. 

YEAMES, William Frederick, 
R.A., was born in Dec. 1835, at 
Taganrog, on tho Sea of Azoif, 
South Russia, of which port his 
father, Mr. William Yeames, was 
her Britannic Majesty's Consul. 
The family belonged originally to 
the county of Norfolk. During the 
years 1812 and 1813 he travelled 
with his family through Italy. 
After returning to Russia and 
spending tho winter at Odessa, 
the family went to Dresden, and 
there remained till the spring of 
1818, when it removed to London. 
Mr, Yeames received his first in¬ 
struction in art from Mr. George 
Soharf, who taught him (hawing 
and anatomy. The young artist 
also practised drawing from casts 
in the studio of Mr. J. Shorwood 
Westmacott. In 1852 Mr. Yeames 
left England, in order to advance 
his art-education in Italy; and 
studied at Florence, first for two 
years under the direction of Pro¬ 
fessor PoUastrini, of the Florence 
Academy, afterwards under Signor 
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Raffaello Buonajuti. Subsequently 
lie spent eighteen months in Borne, 
and at length* in 1858, he returned 
to England. In 1859 ho exhibited 
at the Royal Academy a portrait 
and * The Staunch Friends/’ a sub¬ 
ject-picture of a jester and monkey. 
In 1801 hi' was represented there 
by worts entitled “11 Sonotto/’ 
with illustrative lines from Pe¬ 
trarch, and ‘'The Toilet;" in 1802 
by "Rescued," a boy saved from 
drowning; in 1803 by "The Meet¬ 
ing of Sir Thomas More with his 
Daughter after his Senfcenco to 
Death;" in 1804 by “ La Reino 
Malheureuso,” Qnoen Henrietta, 
Maria taking refuge from the fire 
of the Parliament ships in Burling¬ 
ton Bay; in 1865 by "Arming the 
Young Knight;” and in 1806 by 
“ Queen Elizabeth receiving the 
French Ambassadors after the News 
of the Massacre of St. Bartholo¬ 
mew." In June, 1860, lie was 
elected an Associate of the Royal 
Academy. Since then he lias ex¬ 
hibited "The Dawn of the Re¬ 
formation," 1867 ; " The Chimney 
Corner " and “ Lady Jane Grey in 
the Tower," 1808; "The Fugitive 
Jacobite" and “Alarming Foot¬ 
steps," 1869;“ Maunday Thursday " 
and "Love’s Young Dream," 1870; 
f ‘ Dr. Harvey and the Children of 
Charles I." 1871; "The Old Pa¬ 
rishioner," 1872; "The Path of 
Roses,” 1873 ; “ The Appeal to the 
Podesth," "Flowers for Hall and 
Bower," and "The Christening," 
1871; “Pour lea Pauvres" and 
“The Suitor/’ 1875; "La. Conta- 
dinella,” “The Last Bit of Scan¬ 
dal,” and “Campodei SS. ApoBtoli, 
Venice/’ 1876; " Waking " and 
“ Amy Robsart/’ 1877 ; “ When 
Did You Last See Your Father P ” 
1878; “La Bigolante: Venetian 
Water-Carrier/’ his diploma work, 
deposited on his election as an 
Academician, 1879; “The Finishing 
Touch: Green-Room at Private 
Theatricals,” 1880; “Here We Go 
Round the Mulberry Bush” and 
“ II Dolce far Niente," 1881 ; 


" The March Past,” “ Prince Ar¬ 
thur and Hubert/’ and "Welcome 
as Flowers in Spring,” 1882; and 
“Tender Thoughts," 1SS3. Mr. 
Yeauics was elected a Royal Aca¬ 
demician, June 19, 18/8. 

YEO, J, Burney, M.D., descended 
from an ancient Cornish family 
already sottlcd in Cornwall in the 
reign of Edward TIL., was born at 
Sfcouehouse, Devonshire, and edu¬ 
cated privately, until, in 1858, he 
became a student in King’s College, 
London, where ho rapidly dis¬ 
tinguished himself, and obtained 
three scholarships in succession 
and other distinctions, Tn 1866 
he was appointed Resident Medical 
Tutor in King’s College, this post 
lie resigned in 1871 and began 
practice in Mayfair, having about 
this time been elected one of the 
physicians to the JLirompton as well 
as to King’s College Hospitals. He 
was elected Fellow of the Royal 
College of Physicians (18/6), Hon. 
Fellow and Professor of Clinical 
Therapeutics in King’s College, 
London (1883), Physician to King’s 
College Hospital. Dr. Yeo has 
contributed abundantly to medical 
literature, and has furnished 
numerous lectures, commentaries, 
&c., to tho Lancet, British Medical 
Journal, #c. He is the translator 
of Oersel’s “ Respiratory Thera¬ 
peutics” in Ziemssen’s Handbook 
of General Therapeutics, and of 
articles in Ziemssen’s “Cyclope¬ 
dia of Practical Medicine.” He 
has written largely on the treat¬ 
ment of disease. He is the author 
of a work on “ Consumption ’’ 
(1882), and of a manual on “ Cli¬ 
mate and Health Resorts" (now 
edit, 1885), which has been highly 
praised. He has also contributed 
several articles to the Fortnightly 
and Contemporary reviews, and to 
the Nineteenth Century. 

YONGE, Charles Duke. M.A., son 
of the Rev. Charles Yonge, Lower 
Master of Eton College, born in 
Nov. 1812, was educated at Eton 
and at Oxford, where he graduated 
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B.A. in 1835, taking a first-class 1 
degree. He has compiled" English 
and Greek Lexicon/ 4 1819 U'Gradus 
ad Pamassum, with Dictionary of 
Epithets/ 4 1850; " School Phraseo¬ 
logical English-Latin and Latin-

YONGE, Charlotte Mary, only 
daughter of the late W. C. Yongo, 
Esq., of Ottorboume, Hants, a 
magistrate for Hampshire, was 
born in 1823. She is the authoress 
of several works of fiction, in which 
the plot is made to enforce, in a 
plain and sober manner, the doc- 
rines of what is callud tho High- 
Chiu'ch school of opinion. Her best

YORK, Archbishop of. (See 
Thomson, Dit.) 

YOUNG, Sir Allen, arctic navi¬ 
gator, formerly commanded a ship 
in the merchant service, and among 
tlie many officers of that service 
who did good work and gained 
credit at Balaclava during the Rus¬ 
sian war, there was no commander 
whose services were more warmly 
acknowledged by the late Lord 
Lyons than were those of Captain 
Allen Young. Subsequently ho 
volunteered and filled a responsible 
position on board Lady Franklin's 
little ship, the Fax, in MqClintock’s 
memorable voyage (1857-GO), when 
the problem of the fate of Franklin 
and his companions was solved. Aa 
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an officer of tlieRoyal Naval Reserve 
big commission bears date from the 
firsfc creation of the force. In 18*76, 
principally at his own expense, he 
made in his yacht, the Pandora , a 
gallant though unsuccessful at¬ 
tempt to accomplish the North- 
West Passage, and to throw some 
further light on the proceedings of 
the lost expedition under Franklin, 
by a search for their records on 
King William's Land. .Again, in 
1870, lie refitted the Pandora for a 
second attempt, with the same ob¬ 
jects in view; but the Admiralty, 
having been unexpectedly called 
upon to communicate with the 
depots of the Government Expedi¬ 
tion in Smith's Sound, Captain 
Young readily responded to an in¬ 
vitation to fulfil this important 
duty, which he did at no small 
risk, and in a manner which was 
deemed thoroughly satisfactory. 
In recognition of tliis service the 
Queen conferred upon him the 
honour of knighthood, March 12, 
1877. An account of the lf Two 
Voyages of the Pandora in 1875 aud 
1878" was published at London 
in 1879. 

YOUNG, The Bight Hon, George, 
a Scotch Lord of Session with the 
courtesy title of Lord Young, eldest 
son of tho late Alexander Young, 
Esq., of Rosefield, co. Kirkcud¬ 
bright, horn in 1819 and educated 
at Edinburgh, was called to the 
Scotch Bar in 1810, appointed Soli¬ 
citor-General for Scotland in 1852, 
and retired in 1800. On the return 
of Mr. Gladstone to power in 18G8, 
he again became Solicitor-General 
for Scotland, and in Oct. 1809, he 
was appointed Lord Advocate in 
the place of tho Right Hon. .T. 
Moncrieff. Mr. Young was sheriff 
of Inverness-shire from 1853 till 
1800, and of Berwick and Hadding¬ 
ton from 1800 till 1802, In AprS, 
18G5, on tho retirement of Sir W. 
Dunbar, Bart., he was elected 
member in the Liberal interest for 
the borough of Wigton, and was 
again returned in 1866 and 1868. 


He waa defeated at the general 
election of Feb. 1874, but in the 
same month he was, on Mr. Glad¬ 
stone's recommendation, created a 
Lord of Session and one of the 
Lords of Justiciary in Scotland. 

YTTLE, Colonel Henry, youngest 
son of Major William Yule, of the 
Bengal Army, was 1 iorn tut fnveresk, 
near Edinburgh, May, 1820. He 
entered East India Military Col¬ 
lege, Addiseombe, Fob. JS37, and 
passed out for the Bengal Enginen s 
(now Royal Engineers) Dec. 1838. 
He went to India lb 10. and was

ZIMMERMANN, Agues, was born 
at Cologne on the 5th July, 18i7 j 
at four years of age sho came to 
England, and after studying under 
her father and one or two private 
masters, was entered at nine years 
of age as a student at the Royal 
Academy of Music, where Cipriani 
Potter was her master at the piano, 
and Dr. Steggall tanght her har¬ 
mony. On Cipriani Potter’s retire¬ 
ment, in 1800, Herr Ernst Pauer 
became the young student’s piano 
master, and she then began to 
study composition under Professor 
Macfarren, Before this, she had 
performed in public at Hastings 
and elsewhere, eliciting the most 
eulogistic opinions from eminent 
musicians and musical critics. 
She continued to work hard, and 
while yet a pupil composed several 
works, instrumental and vocal, 
which were performed tit the Royal 
Academy Students* Concerts, and 
obtained most favourable notices 
from the press and elsewhere. In 
1860 she obtained the King’s Scho¬ 
larship, and the same honour fell 
to her in 1862; in the following 
year she won the silver medal, ana 
in this year she made, December 
5th, what may be fairly termed her 
first appearance, at a Crystal Pa¬ 
lace concert, where she performed 
two movements from Beethoven’s 
Concerto, in E fiat (the Empe¬ 
ror ”). In 18C1, Mirs Zimmermanu 
went to Germany, whore she played 
at the Leipzig Gowandhnus Con¬ 
certs, before the Court of Hanover, 
and elsewhere, meeting with the 
most enthusiastic recognition of 
her brilliant talents and great exe¬ 
cutive power. Returning to Eng¬ 
land, she grew rapidly in public 
favour, her utter absence of affecta¬ 
tion, despite that popularity which 
is so trying to young artists, lend¬ 


ing an additional charm to liur 
performances. Her position was 
now assured, and from this time 
Miss Zimmermann’s artistic career 
has been one of unbroken pros¬ 
perity. Devoting herself from the 
first to the classical school, she lias 
shown remarkable versatility in 
the rendering of compoBoi-B differ¬ 
ing widely in conception and me¬ 
thod, and she has, perhaps, no 
equal as an interpreter of the works 
of Storndale Bonnott. Miss Zim- 
mermann*s own compositions are 
well known to musicians, and her 
editionsof Beethoven’s and Mozart’s 
Sonatas are standard works among 
students. Among her chief works 
may be inontioned " Suite for 
Piano,” "Suite for Piano, Violin and 
Violoncello,” “ Three Sonatas for 
Piano and Violin,” besides a uum- 
bor of piano pieces, songs, and 
arrangements. 

ZIMMERN, Helen, was bom in 
the free Haase Town of Hamburg, 
March 25, 1816, but has lived in 
England since 1850, and is a natu¬ 
ralized British subject. She is the

Z ORE ILL A, Jose, one of the 
principal poets of Spain was 
bom Feb. 21, 1818, at Valla¬ 
dolid.

He first 
came into notice in Feb. 13, 1837, 
through a poem read at the funeral 
of Larra. His principal work is

Z0REILLA, Manuel Ruiz, was 
born in Castile, in 1834. He was 
a Madrid barrister, and a deputy 
in the Cortos, when the share ho 
took in the June revolt, 1800, 
earned him a condemnation, and 
he was compelled to seek refugo 
beyond the French frontier. In 
the Provisional Government of 
Admiral Topeto , after the revolu¬ 
tion of 1808, he wfts Minister of 
Public W or Its, and caused much dis¬ 
content when he ordered that church 
property should be taken into the 
custody of the State. He was 
Law Minister to Marshal Serrano 
in 1809, and, as President of the 
Parliament, advocated the Duke 
of Aosta’s candidature to the 
throne. Tliis advocacy was suc¬ 
cessful j and on the accession of tlio 
Duke under the title of Amadeol, 
Zorrilla was hiB riglithand man. 
For his services he received, almost 
alone among non-royal personages, 
the famous order of tho Annun- 
ziata, which ranks with the Golden 
Fleece and the Garter. When Aina- 
deo abdicated, Zorrilla went to Por¬ 
tugal with him. Ho went back to 
Spain, but having allied himself 
openly with tho Republicans, his 
position grew intolerable under 
ICing Alfonso, and in consequence 
ho loft tho country. Since that time 
ho has professed extreme Repub¬ 
lican opinions, and is supposed to 
have been at tho bottom of every 
conspiracy that has disturbed the 
peace of Spain. He lives in Eng¬ 
land, Franco, or Switzerland, ac¬ 
cording to the needs of the moment, 
and his intrigues are a perpetual 
source of anxiety to every Spanish 
Government in turn. 

ZUKERT0RT, Dr. J. H., a dis¬ 
tinguished chess-player, was bom 
in Riga, in 1812. He received a 
liberal education, and speaks 
several languages correctly. In 
1878 he gained the first prize at 
tho chess tournament at Paris. 
Later, ho made a tour of the con¬ 
tinent of Europe, visiting Leipzig, 
Dresden, Cologne, Berlin, and 
8 z 2 
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otlicr chess centres, where ho gave 
exhibitions of his shill ns a blind¬ 
fold player*, and was nearly always 
successful. In 1883 he won the 
great London tournament in un¬ 
precedented style j but ho failed in 
tho championship match with 
Steinitz, in America, in 188G, partly 


on aocount of ill-health. Dr. Zuker- 
tort has written sovoral works in 
German; he edited the tcolmical 
department in tho Westminster 
Monthly, and, for the last seven 
years, has been tho editor of tho 
Chess Monthly,
